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PREFACE. 


This work is given to the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints 
tnd to the public in pursuance of the commandment of God. 

Ah concerning the manner of translation and correction, it is evident, 
from the MSS. and the testimony of those who were conversant with the 
facts, that it was dono by direct revelation from God. 

It was begun iD June, 1830, and was finished July 2, 1833. 

.Joseph Smith was born in Dec., 1805, and was, at the finishing of the 
MSS. of th.s work, in the 23th year of hie age. 

The MSS., at his death, in 1844, were left in the hands of his widow, 
where they remained until the spring of 1860, when they were delivered to 
Wtu. Marks, I. L. Rogers, and Wm.W. Blair, a Committee appointed by the 
Annual Conference, of April, I860, to procure them for publication; and 
wcio by them, delivered to the Committee of Publication, consisting of 
Joseph Smith, Israel L. Rogers, and Ebcnezer Rohinson, and are now pre¬ 
sented as (bey came into our hands. 

It is declared in the Book of Mormon that “many plain and precious 
parts” have been taken away from the Bible: 

“For behold, they have token n\oay from the gospel of the Lamb, many 
part h wliitdi are plain and precious ; aud also many covenant& of the 

Lord have been taken away; and nil this have they done, that they might 

E ervcrl the right wnys of the Lord; that they might blind the eyeB and 
arden the hearts of tho children of mon : wherefore, thou seest that after 
the book hath gone Ibrlh through the bands of the great and abominable 
church, that there aro many plain and precious things taken away from the 
book, which is the hook of the Lamb of God; and after these plain and 
precious things wero taken away, it goeth forth unto all the nations of the 
flontiles.”—1 Book of Ne.phi, iii, 40—Book of Mormon. 

This declaration is fully sustained by the following quotations from history, 
relative to llie transmission of the Bible. 

Prof. Wm. Whiston, in bis translation of the works of Flavius Josephus, 
in a note to chap. 11 of Book 9, Ant. Jews, in referonoe to a quotation, pro¬ 
fessedly from Nahum, says: 

“By which quotation we learn what ho himself always asserts, vis: that 
ho made use of the Ilobrow original, (and not of the Greek version;) as also 
we learn, (hot his Hcbrow copy considerably differed from ours.” 

Dupin Bays in his “ Coinplete History of tho Canon and Writers of the 
Books of the Old ami Now Testament 
“ St. Jerome, in bis commentary upon tho 40lh ohapter of Ezekiel, says : 
‘When wo Lrunslato tho Hebrew words into Latin, we are sometimes guided 
by conjecture.‘ ” 

Agnin lie says : “ When Origcn observed that there was less in the Greek 
than in tho Hebrew, he did supply it from the version of Theodotion, and 
put an asterisk or Btnr to it, to signify that this was to illustrate what was 
obscure. Ft.. Jerome makes frequent mention of tho arfofitioru, correction*, 
and HUDTii actions made in tho vorsionB of the Septuagint, by Origon. • • • 
St. Jerome says in tho profuco to his commentary on Daniel, that in all, 
both the Greek and Latin ohurohos, both in those in Syria and in Egypt, 
the edition of Origou is mado use of.” 

Again, Dupin says: “By the oarelessness of the transcribers, and somo- 
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timei of those who set them at work, the asterisks being cither nrisunder- 
stood, or entirely left out in some places, the addition • of Theodotion were 
oonfounded with the version of the Septuagint, which perhaps moved St. 
Jerome to say that Origen had oorrupted and confounded the version of the 
Septuagint.” 

Dupin continues : “In short we must oonfess that there are many differ¬ 
ences betwixt the Hebrew text and the version of the Septuagint, whioh 
arise from the oorruplion and oonfusion that are in the Greek version we 
now have. It is oertain that it hath been revised divers times, and that 
several authors have taken liberty to add thereunto, to retrench and correct 
divert thing a. That in the first centuries there were different editions, and 
that corrections have been inserted from the versions of Theodotion and 
others, which made St. Jerome say with reason, that in his time the version 
of the Septuagint was nowhere to be found in its purity. * * * It is mere 
superstition to assert, as some authors do, that tho Hebrew text which we 
have at present is not corrupted in any place, and that there is no fault, nor 
any thing left out, and that wo must indisputably follow it at all times. 
This is not only to speak without all evidenoe, and contrary to all proba¬ 
bility, but we have very good proof to the oontrary, for in the first plaoe 
there are differences betwixt the oldest of the Hebrew copies which tho 
Massorites have observed, by that which they oalled Keri and Eetib, and 
putting one of the readings in the text and the other in the margin, we have 
the different readings of the Jews of the East and the Jews of the West, of 
the Ben Asher and Ben Naphtali, and the manusoript copies of the Bible 
are not always alike.” 

This “Complete History of the Canon,” Ao., says : “ The Council of Trent, 
(held in 1540,) when it declared the vulgar version authentic, did not thereby 
declare it as done by divine inspiration, neither as a piece conformable in 
all respeots to the original texts, or free from all errors. • • * Notwith¬ 
standing the care and precaution of the Massorites and Jews who have wrote 
or printed the Hebrew Bibles, there are still a great many differences be¬ 
tween the manuscripts and printed Bibles, as Buxtorfe has observed in his 
Rabbinical Library, and Capelle after him. There are differences in the 
punctuation about the consonants, and whole word» and r erect, which shows 
that let them be never so diligent, it is impossible but some faults will slip 
in, either in the copying or printing of a work. • * * Nor oao it be said 
for certain that all those books which are oited in the Holy Scriptures 
were of divine inspiration. 'Tis a medium and middle way that ought to 
be followed, according to the opinion of the fathers, who have acknowledged 
tl^at there may be some books divinely inspired, and others of human com¬ 
position among those that arc cited iu the canonical books. * • * It can¬ 
not be said that no fault has crept into the scriptures by the negligence or 
inadvertency of the transcribers, or even by the boldness of those who have 
ventured to strike out, add, or change somo words which they thovght neeee- 
sary to be omitted, added or changed. This is the common fate of all books, 
from which God has not thought fit to exempt even the sacred writings. 
From hence have proceeded those various and different lections between the 
Greok copies of the books of the New Testament, whioh began to appear in 
the first ages of the church, and are still continued.” 

Says Dupin : “ We do not find that the two greatest men of the church, 1 
mean Origen and St. Hierom, who had searohed the anoient copies of the 
scriptures with so much care and dilligcnce, and have visited so many 
ohurohes in tho East, havo ever spoken of the originals of the New Testa¬ 
ment, written with tho hands of tho apostles, which they would not have 
failed to do if there bad been any in their time.” To account for this, Dupin 
continues, “ But it hath boon already made to appear, elsewhere, that it is 
uo wonder that the primitive Christians, who had not a regular body of a 
state in whioh they lived, and whose assemblies, on the contrary, were fVuri- 
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ouriv disturbed by the Jews and pagans, had lost the ortyinale of their 
books.” From the earne work we take the following: “In the primitive 
ftgea there was no talk of reading the Holy Scriptures in the originals; any 
copy whatover, providod it was used in the orthodox churohes, might be 
relied upon as if it had beon the first original, written with the hands of the 
apoBtles." 

l>upin continues : “The oritios have sometimes reformed the text, because 
they looked upon it aB faulty; they have met with a sense that shocked them 
in the text, and which might be reformed by taking away one single word; 
thoj hftvo determined that the text ought to read bo and so, and have boldly 
correcfrrf the text upon a mere conjecture. The oopiors or the regulators of 
the copies hare taken a great deal of liberty npon this respect being pur¬ 
sued—that thoy should do some service in explaining it more clearly, 
but sometimes have determined tho text by such words as give it quite 
another sense.” 

“ St. Chrysostom observes : The Jews having been at some times careless and 
negligent, and at other times profano, they suffered Home of the sacred books 
to be lost through their carelessness, and have burnt and destroyed others.”— 
Simone ' Crit. Hist. N. Test. 

“ The common version of the Bible was printed in A. D. 1611. The only 
printed editions of tho Greek Testament at that time were Cardinal 
Xiinenes', printed A. 1). 1514; Erasmus’, in 1516; Stephens’, 1546, and 
Beza’s, in 1562, with some editions taken from these; substantially the same 
may bo said of the Old Testament. King James’ Translation was made from 
no uniform edition whatever. Although there is, by authority, a standard 
English edition of the Bible, there is no standard Hebrew or Greek toxt for 
tho original of that version. That called the ‘ recoived text,’ is the text of 
Erasmus, which is a version of the Latin Vulgato compared with the Greek 
toxt. Thi9 edition was corrected severally, by Stephens, Beza and Elzevir, 
and published by tho latter, at Leyden, in Holland, in 1624, thirteen years 
aflcr King James’ translation was published. In tho compilation of this 
‘received text,’ Erasmus consulted but eight MSS., only one of Revelations; 
all of whioh copies woro later than the tenlh century. The manusoript of 
Revelations was but a partial one. To supply what was wanting, be trans¬ 
lated the Latin of the Vulgate into Greek, to supply the deficiencies, to make 
up tho ‘ reoeived toxt."'— Marc A'* Introduction, Yol. 2, p. 846, and Penn’s 
Annotations. 

It is also declared in tho Book of Mormon, touching the restoration of the 
Soripturee: “Wherefore the fruit of thy loins shall writo; and the fruit of 
tho loins of Judah shall write; and that which shall be written by the fruit 
of thy loins, and also that which shall bo written hy tho fruit of the loins of 
Judah, shall grow togethor, unto the confounding of false doctrines, and 
layiug down of contentions, and establishing peace among the fruit of tby 
loins, and bringing them to the knowledge of their fathers in the latter 
days; and also to tho knowledge of my covenants, saith tho Lord.”— 
2 Nephi ii. 1. 

And again: “And tho angel spake unto me, saying, these last rcoord9 
which thou hast seen among tho Gentiles, shall establish the truth of the 
first, which are of the twolve apostles of the Lamb, and shall make known 
tho plain and precious things whioh have been takon away from them; and 
shall make known to all kindreds, tongues and peoplo, that the Lamb of 
God is tho Son of tho Eternal Father, and tho Saviour of the world; and 
that all diod must come unto him or they cannot be saved; and they must 
oome acoording to the words which shall be established by the mouth of the 
Lamb.”—1 Nophi iii. 43. 

In the Book of Dootrino and Covenants, Seo. 22, p. 9, we road as follows: 
“ And now, Moses, my son, I will speak unto yon oonoerning this earth upon 
whioh thou standost; and thon shalt write these things whioh I shall speak, 
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and in a duy when the children of men shall esteem my words as naught, 
and lake many of them from the book which thou shalt writ<% behold I will 
raise up another like unto thee, and they shall be had again among the chil¬ 
dren of men ; among as many eb shall believe.” 

Again in Sec. 42, p. 15 : u Thou shalt ask, and my scriptures shall be 
given as I have appointed, and they shall be preserved *n safety; and it is 
expedient that thou shouldst hold thy peace concerning them, and not teach 
them until ye have received them in full. And I give unto yon a command 
□lent, that then ye shall teach them nnto all men ; for they shall be taught 
unto all nations, kindreds, tongues and people.”

rrillE words of God whioh he spake unto Moses, at a time when Moses was 

1 onught up into an exceeding high mountain, and he saw God face to 
fuco, and ho talked with him, and the glory of God was upon Moses; there¬ 
fore Moses could endure his presence. 

2 And God spake unto Moses, saying, Behold, I am the Lord God Almighty, 
ami endless is my name, for I am without beginning of days or end of years; 
ami is not this endless? 

;; And behold, thou art my son, wherefore look, and I will show thee the 
workmanship of mine hands, but not all; for my works are without end, and 
also my words, for they never cease; wherefore, no man can behold all my 
works except he behold all my glory ; and no man can behold all my glory, 
and afterwards remain in tho flesh, on the earth. 

4 And I have a work for thee, Moses, my son; and thou art in the simili¬ 
tude of mine Only Begotten ; and my Only Begotten is and shall be the Sa¬ 
viour, for lie is full of grace and truth; but there is no God beside me; and 
all things nro present with me, for I know them all. 

£> And now, behold, this one thing I show unto thee, Moses, my son; for 
thou art in the world, and now I show it unto thee. 

6 And it eamo to pass, that Moses looked and beheld the world upon which 
ho was created. And as Moses beheld the world, and the ends thereof, and 
all tho ohildren of men, which are and which were created; of the same he 
greatly marvelled, and wondered. And the presence of God withdrew from 
M uses, that his glory was not upon Moses; and Moses was left unto him¬ 
self; and as he was left unto himself, he fell unto the earth. 

7 And it came to pass, (hat it was for the space of many hours before 
Moses did again receive his natural strength like unto man; and he said 
unto himself, Now, for this cause, I know that man is nothing, whioh thing 
I never hud supposed; but now mine eyes have beheld God; but not mine 
natural but my spiritual eyes, for mine natural oyes could not have beheld, for I 
should have wiltiered and diod in his presence; but his glory was upon me, 
and 1 beheld his face, for I was transfigured before him. 

8 And now it came to pass, that when Moses had said these words, behold, 
Salnn came tempting him, saying, Moses, sou of man, worship me. And 
it eamo to pass that Moses looked upon Satan, and said. Who art thou, for 
behold I a in a son of God, in the similitude of his Only Begotten ; and 
where is thy glory, that I should worship thee? For, behold, I could not 
look upon God except his glory should no mo upon me, and I were trans¬ 
figured before him. But 1 can look upon thee in the natural man. Is it 
not so surely ? 

9 Blessod be the name of my God, for his Spirit hath not altogether with¬ 
drawn from me ; or else where is thy glory, for it is darkness unto me, and 
I can judge between thee and God ; for God said unto me, Worship God, 
for him only shall thou sorve. GeL theo heuee, Satan, deceive me not; for 
God said unto mo, Thou art after tho similitude of miuo Only Bogotton. 

10 And ho also gave unto mo commandment, when he oalled unto mo out 
of the burning bush, saying, Call upon God in the name of mino Only Bo- 
gotten, and worship me. 
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11 And again, Moses said, I will notecase to call upon God. I have 
other things to enquire of him ; for his glory has been upon me, and it is 
glory unto me ; wherefore, I oan judge between him and thee. Depart hence, 
Satan. 

12 And now, when Moses had said these words, Satan cried with a load 
voice, and went upon the earth, and commanded, saying, I am the Only 
Begotten, worship me. 

13 And it came to p&9S, that Moses began to fear exceedingly ; and as he 
began to fear, he saw the bitterness of hell; nevertheless, calling upon God 
he received strength, and he commanded, saying, Depart hence, Satan ; for 
this one God only will I worship, which is the God of glory. 

14 And now, Satan began to tremble, and the earth shook, and Moses re¬ 
ceived strength and called upon God in the name of the Only Begotten* 
saying to Satan, Depart hence. 

15 Aod it came to pass, that Satan cried with a loud voice, with weeping, 
and wailing, and gnashing of teeth, and departed hence ; yea, from the 
presence of Moses, that he beheld him not. 

16 And now, of this thing Moses bore record; but because of wickedness, 
it is not had among the children of men. 

17 And it came to pass, that when Satan had departed from the presence 
of Moses, that Moses lifted up his eyes unto heaven, being filled with the 
Holy Ghost, which benreth record of the Father and the Son ; and calling 
upon the name of God, he beheld again his glory ; for it rested upon him, 
and he heard a voice, saying, Blessed art thou, Moses, for I, the Almighty, 
have chosen thee, and thou shalt be made stronger than many waters : for 
they shall obey thy command even as if thou wert God. 

18 And lo, I am with thee, even unto the end of thy days, for thou shalt 
deliver my people from bondage; even Israel my chosen. 

19 And it came to pass, as the voice was still speaking, he cast his eyes 
and beheld the earth : yea, even all the face of it; and there was not a parti¬ 
cle of it which he did not behold, discerning it by the Spirit of God. And 
he beheld also the inhabitants thereof, and there was not a soul which he 
beheld not, and he discerned them by the Spirit of God, and their numbers 
were great, even as numberless as the sand upon the sea shore. And he 
beheld many lands, and each land was called earth ; and there were inhabit¬ 
ants on the face thereof. 

20 And it came to pass, that Moses called upon God, saying, Tell mo, I 
pray thee, why these things arc so, and by what thou madest them? And 
Dehold the glory of God was upon Moses, so that Moses stood id the 
presence of God, and he talked with him face to face. 

21 And the Lord God said unto Moses, For mine own purpose have I made 
these things. Here is wisdom, and it rciuaineth in me. And by the word 
of my power have I created them, which is mine Only Begotten Son, who is 
full of grace and truth. And worlds without number have I created, and 
I also created them for mine own purpose; and by the Son I created them, 
whioh i9 mine Only Begotten. And the first roan of all men have I called 
Adam, which is many. But only an account of this earth, aud the inhabitants 
thereof, give I unto you; for behold there are many worlds which have 
passed away by the word of my power; and there are many also which now 
stand, and numberless are they unto man; but all things arc numberod unto 
me; for they are mine, and I know them. 

22 And it came to pass, that Moses spake unto the Lord, saying, Be merci¬ 
ful unto thy servant, 0 God, and tell me concerning this earth, and the in¬ 
habitants thereof; and also the heavens, and then thy servant will be 
oontent. 

23 And the Lord God spake unto Moses, saying, The heavens, thoy are 
many and they oannot be numberod unto man, but they arc numbered onto 
me, for they are mine; and as one earth shall pass away, nod the heavens 
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thereof, even 90 shall another come; and there is do end to my works, 
neither »n my words; for this is iny work and my glory, to briDg to pass 
the immortality, and eternal life of man. 

24 And now, Moses, my Bon, I will speak unto you concerning this earth 
upon which you stand; and you Bhall write the things which I shall speak. 
And in a day wlion the children of men shall esteem my words as naught, 
and toko many of thorn from the book which you shall write, behold I will 
raise up anothor like unto you, and they shall be had again among the 
children of meu, among oven as many as shall believe. 

25 These words were spoken unto Moses in the mount, the name of which 
shall not he known among tho children of men. And now they are (pokes 
unto you. Amen. 
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CHAPTER L 

f HtUrry of the creation. 

A NO it came to pass, that the Lord 
snake unto Moses, saying, Be¬ 
hold, 1 reveal unto you concerning 
th ib heaven and this earth ; write the 
words which I speak. 

2 I am the Beginning and the End; 
tho Almighty God. By mine Only 
Bcgottcu I created these things. 

3 Yea, in tho beginning I created 
the heaven, and the earth upon which 
thou Blandest. 

■1 And the earth was without form, 
Rnd void ; and I caused darkness to 
?,ome up upon the face of the deep, 
o And my Spirit moved upon tho 
face of the water, for I am God. 

0 And I, God, said, Let there be 
light, and there was light. 

7 And I, God, saw the light, and 
rhat light was good. And I, God, 
divided Iho light from tho darkness. 

8 And I, God, called tho light day, 
and tho darkness I called night. 
And this I did by tho word of my 
power; and it was done as I spake. 
And tho ovening and tho moruing 
wero tho first day. 

9 And again, I, God, said, Lot there 
bo a Grmamont in the midst of tho 
water ; and it was so, even as I spake. 
And I said, Lot it divide the waters 
from tho waters; and it was done. 

10 And I, God, made the firmament, 
and divided the waters; yea, the 
great waters undor the firmament, 
from the wators which wore above tho 
firmament; and it was so, even as I 
spake. 

11 Aud I, God, called the firmament 
heaven. And the evening and tho 
morning were the second day. 

12 And I, God, said, Lot tho wators 
under the heaven bo gathered togothcr 
unto one place; and it was so. Aud 
I, God, Raid, Let there be dry land ; 
and it was bo. 


13 And I, God, called the dry land 
earth ; and tho gathering together of 
tho waters oalled I the sea. 

14 And I, God, saw that all thing* 
which I hod made were good. 

15 And I, God, said, Let the oarth 
bring forth grass; the herb yielding 
seed; the fruit tree yielding fruit 
after his kind; and the tree yielding 
fruit, whose seed should be in iLsoif, 
upon the earth ; and it was so, even 
as I spake. 

16 And the earth brought forth 
grass; every herb yielding seed after 
his kind ; and the tree yielding fruit, 
whoso seed should bo in itself, after 
his kind. 

17 And I, God, saw that all things 
which I had made were good. And 
tho evening and morning wero the 
third day. 

IS And I, God, said, Let there bo 
lights in tho firmament of the heaven, 
to divide the day from the night ; 
and lot them bo for signs and for 
seasons, and for days and for years , 
and lot them be for lights in the fir¬ 
mament of the heaven, to give light 
upon the earth; and it was so. 

1 9 And I, God, mado two great 
lights ; the greater light to rule the 
day, and the lesser light to rule the 
night; and the greater light was the 
aun, and the lesser light was the 
moon. 

20 And tho stars also were mode, 
even according to my word ; and 1, 
God, set thorn in the firmament of the 
heaven, to givo light upon the earth ; 
and the sun to rulo over the day, and 
tho moon to rulo over the uight, and 
to divido tho light from tho darkness. 

21 And I, God, saw that all things 
which I had made were good. And 
the evening and the morning were 
tho fourth day. 

22 And I, God, said, Let the waters 
bring forth ahundantly, the moving 
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creature that hath life, and fowl 
which may fly above tho earth, in the 
open firmament of heaven. 

23 And I, God, created great whales, 
and every living creature that moveth, 
which the waters brought forth 
abundantly, after their kind; and 
every winged fowl, after hia kind. 

24 And I, God, saw that all things 
which I had created were good ; and 
I, God, blessed them, saying, Be fruit¬ 
ful, and multiply, and fill the waters 
in the sea, and let fowl multiply in 
the earth. And the evening and the 
morning were the fifth day. 

25 And I, God, said, Let the earth 
bring forth the living creature, after 
his kind ; cattle and creeping things, 
and beasts of tho earth, after their 
kind ; and it was so. 

26 And I, God, made the beasts of the 
earth, after their kind; and cattlo 
after their kind; and everything 
which creepeth upon the earth, after 
his kind. And I, God, saw that all 
these things were good. 

27 And I, God, said unto mine Only 
Begotten, which was with me from 
the beginning, Let us make man in 
our image, after our likeness; and it 
wa9 so. 

28 And I, God, said, Let them have 
dominion over the fishes of the sea, 
and over the fowl of the air, and over 
the cattle, and over all the earth, and 
over every creeping thing that creep¬ 
eth upon the earth. 

29 And I, Qod, created man in mine 
own image, in the image of mine Only 
Begotten created I him; male and 
female created I them. 

30 And I, God, hlesscd them, and 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and multi¬ 
ply, and replenish the earth, nnd 
subdue it; and have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl 
of the air, and over ever}' living 
thing that moveth upon the earth. 

31 And I, God, said unto man, Be- i 
hold, I have given you every herb, , 
bearing seed, which is upon the face 
of all tho earth ; and every tree in 
the whioh shall be the fruit of a tree, 
yielding seed; to you it shall be for 
meat. 

32 And to every beast of tho earth, 
and to every fowl of the air, and to 
everything that creepeth upon the 
earth, wherein I grant life, there 


shall he given every clean herb foi 
meat; and it was so, even as I spake. 

33 And I, God, Baw everything 
that I had made, and behold, all 
things which I had made were very 
good. And the evening and the 
morning were the sixth day. 

CHAPTER H. 

The history of the creation continued — Mar¬ 
riage instituted—The day of rest. 

HUS the heaven and the earth 
were finished, and all the host of 
them. 

2 And on the seventh day, I, God, 
ended my work, and all things which 
I had made; and I rested on the 
seventh day from all my work; and 
all thiugs which I had made were 
finished. And I, God, saw that they 
were good. 

3 And I, God, blessed the seventh 
day, and sanctified it, because that 
in it I had rested from all my work, 
which I, God, had created and made. 

4 And now, behold, I say unto you, 
that these are the generations of the 
heaven, and of the earth, when they 
were created in the day that I the 
Lord God made the heaven and the 
earth, and every plant of the field 
before it was in the earth, and every 
herb of the field before it grew; 

5 For I, the Lord God, created all 
things of which I have spoken, 
spiritually, before they were natu¬ 
rally upon the face of the earth ; for 
I, the Lord God, had not caused it 
to rain upon the face of the earth. 

6 And I, the Lord God, had created 
all the children of men, and not yel 
a man to till the ground, for in hea¬ 
ven created I them, and there was 
not yet flesh upon the earth, neither 
in the water, neither in the air: 

7 But I, the Lord God, spake, and 
there went up a mist from the earth, 
and watered the whole face of the 
ground. 

S And I, the Lord God, formed man 
from the dust of the ground, and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of life : and man became a living 
soul: the first flesh upon the earth, 
the first man also; 

9 Nevertheless, all things were be- 
foro created, but spiritually were 
they created and made, according to 
my word. 

10 And I, the Lord God, planted a 
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CHAPTER III. 


garden eastward in Eden ; and there 
I pot the man whom I had formed. 

11 And out of the ground, made I, 
the Lord God, to grow overy tree na¬ 
turally, that iB pleasant to the sight 
of man, and man could behold it, 
and it became also a living soul; for 
it was spiritual in the day that I 
oreotod it; for it remaincth in the 
sphere in which I, God, created it; 
yea, even all things which I prepared 
for the use of man; and man saw 
that it was good for food. 

12 And I, the Lord God, planted 
the tree of life also, in the midst of 
the garden; and also the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil- 

13 And I, the Lord God, caused a 
river to go out of Eden, to water the 
garden ; and from thence it was 
parted, and hecame into four heads. 

14 And I, the Lord God, called tho 
name of tho first Pison, and it com- 
passeth the whole land of Havil&h, 
where I, tho Lord, created much 
gold ; and tho gold of that land was 
good, and there was bdellium, and 
the onyx stone. 

15 And tho name of the second 
river was called Gihon, the same thal 
compasseth the whole land of Ethio¬ 
pia. 

10 And tho name of the third river 
was Hiddekel, that which goeth to¬ 
ward the east of Assyria. 

17 And the fourth river was Eu¬ 
phrates. 

18 And I, tho Lord God, look the 
man, and put him into the garden 
of Eden, to drosB it, and to keep it. 

19 And I, the Lord God, com¬ 
manded the man, saying, Of every 
Irco of tho garden thou mayest freely 
eat; 

20 But of tho tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thou shalt not cat 
of it; 

21 Nevertheless, thou mayest choose 
for thyself, for it is given unto thee ; 
but remember that I forhid it; 

22 For in the day thou eatest theroof 
thou shall surely die. 

23 And I, the Lord God, said unto 
mino Only Begotten, that it was 
not good that tho man should he 
Alone ; 

24 Wherefore, I will make an help 
meet for him. 

2f And out of the ground, l the 


Lord God, formed every beast of the 
field, and every fowl of the air; and 
commanded that they should come 
unto Adam, to see what he would call 
them. 

26 And they were also living souls; 
for I, God, hreathed into them the 
breath of life, and commanded that 
whatsoever Adam called every living 
creature, that should he the name 
thereof. 

27 And Adam gave names to all 
oattle, and to the fowl of the air, and 
to every beast of the field; hut as 
for Adam, there was not found an 
help meet for him. 

28 And I, the Lord God, oaused a 
deep Bleep to fall upon Adam, and 
he slept, and I took one of his ribs, 
and closed up the flesh in the stead 
thereof; and the rib, which I, the 
Lord God had taken from man, made 
I a woman, and brought her unto the 
man. 

29 And Adam said, This I know 
now is bone of my bones, and flesh 
of my flesh. She shall he oalled wo¬ 
man, because she was taken out of 
man. 

30 Therefore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and shall 
cleave unto his wife; and they shall 
he one flesh. 

31 And they were both naked, tho 
man and his wife, and were not 
ashamed. 

CHAPTER III. 

Rebellion of Satan — Man’s agency, tempta¬ 
tion and fall. 

ND I, the Lord God, spake unto 
Moses, saying, That Satan whom 
thou hast commanded in the name 
of mine Only Begotten, is the snine 
which was from the beginning; 

2 And he came before me, saying, 
Behold I, send me, I will be thy Son, 
and I will redeem all mankind, that 
one soul shall not he lost, and surely 
I will do it; wherefore, give me thine 
honour. 

3 But hehold, my beloved Son, 
which was my beloved and chosen 
from tho beginning, said unto mo; 
Father, thy will bo done, and the 
glory bo thino for ever. 

4 Wheroforo, because that Satan 
rchelled against me, and sought to 
destroy the agency of man, which I, 
tho Lord God, had given him ; and 
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also that I should give unto him 
mine own power; by ihe power of 
mine Only Begotten I caused that 
he Bhonld be east down, and he be¬ 
came Satan; 

5 Tea, even the devil, tho father of 
all lies, to deoeivo, and to blind men, 
and to lead them captive at his will, 
even as many as would not hearken 
unto my voice. 

6 And now, the serpent was more 
subtle than any beast of the field, 
which I, tho Lord God, had made. 

7 And Satan put it into the heart 
of the serpent, for he had drawn 
away many after him ; and he sought 
also to beguile Eve, for he knew not 
the mind of God; wherefore, he 
sought to destroy the world. 

8 And he said unto tho woman, Yea, 
hath God said, Ye shall not eat of 
every tree of the garden. And ho 
spake by the mouth of the serpent. 

9 And the woman said unto the 
serpent. We may eat of the fruit of 
the trees of the garden; but of the 
fruit of the tree which thou bcholdest 
in the midst of the garden, God 
hath said, Ye shall not eat of it, nei¬ 
ther shall ye touch it, lest ye die. 

10 And the serpent said unto the 
woman, Ye shall not surely die; for 
God doth know, that in the day ye 
eat thereof, then your eyes shall be 
opened, and ye shall be as gods, 
knowing good and evil. 

11 And when the woman saw that 
the tree was good for food, and that 
it becamo pleasant to the eyes, and a 
tree to he desired to make her wise, 
she took of the fruit thereof, and did 
eat; and gavo also unto her husband 
with her, and he did eat. 

12 And the eyes of them both wero 
opened, and they knew that they 
had been naked ; and they sewed fig 
IcQves together, and made themselves 
aprons. 

13 Anti they heard the voice of tho 
Lord God, as they were walking in 
the garden, in the cool of the day. 

14 And Adam and his wife went to 
hide themselves from the presence of 
the Lord God, amongst the trees of 
the garden. 

15 And I, the Lord God, called unto 
Adam, and said unto him, Where 
goes! thou ? And he said, 1 heard 
thy voice, in the garden, and I waB 


afraid, because I beheld that I was 
naked, and I hid myself. 

16 And I, the Lord God, said unto 
Adam, Who told thee mat thou wast 
naked ? Hast thou eaten of tho tree 
whereof I commanded thee that thou 
shouldat not eat, if so thou shouldat 
surely die ? 

17 And the man said, The woman 
whom thou gavest me, aod com¬ 
manded that she should remain with 
me, she gave me of the fruit of the 
tree, and 1 did eat. 

18 Aod I, the Lord God, sail unto 
tho woman, What is this thing which 
thou hast done ? 

19 And the woman said, The ser¬ 
pent beguiled me, and I did eat. 

20 And I, the Lord God, said unto 
the serpent, Because thou hast done 
this, thou shalt be cursed above all 
cattle, and above every beast of the 
field; upon thy belly shalt thou go, 
and dust shalt thou cat all the days 
of thy life ; 

21 And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman; between thy 
seed and her seed; and he shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shall 
bruise his heel. 

22 Unto the woman, I, the Lord 
God, said, I will greatly multiply thy 
sorrow, and thy conception ; in sor¬ 
row thou shalt bring forth children, 
and thy desire shall be to thy hus¬ 
band, and he shall rule over thee. 

23 And unto Adam, I, the Lord 
God, said, Because thou hqst heark¬ 
ened unto the voice of thy wife, and 
hast eaten of the fruit of tho tree, of 
which I commanded thee, saying, 
Thou shalt not eat of it, cursed shall 
be the ground for thy sake; in sorrow 
shalt thou eat of it all the days of 
thy life; 

24 Thoms also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee; and thou shalt 
eat tho herb of the field; 

25 By the sweat of thy face shall 
thou eat bread, until thon shall 
return unto the ground, for thou 
shalt surely dio; for out of it waet 
Ihou taken, for dust thou wast, and 
unto dust shalt thou return. 

26 And Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve, because she was tho mother of 
all living; for thus have I, the Lord 
God, called tho first of all women, 
whioh are manv 
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27 Unto Adam, and also unto his 
wife, did I, the Lord God, make coats 
of skins, and clothed them. 

28 And I, tho Lord God, said unto 
mine Only Begotten, Behold, the man 
is become as one of us, to know good 
and evil; and now, lest he put forth 
bis hand, and partake also of the 
tree of life, and eat, and live forever: 

29 Therefore, I, the Lord God, will 
send him forth from the garden of 
Eden, to till the ground from whence 
he was taken ; 

30 For, as I, the Lord God, liveth, 
even so my words cannot return void, 
for, as they go forth out of my mouth, 
they must be fulfilled. 

31 So I drove out the man, and 
I placed at the east of the garden 
of Eden, cherubim, and a darning 
sword, which turned every way, to 
keep the way of tho treo of life. 

32 (And those arc the words which 
I spake unto my servant Moses. And 
they are true, even as I will. 

33 And I have spoken them unto 
you. See thou show them unto no 
man, until I command you, except 
they that heliove.) Amen. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Sons and daughters bom to Adam—Offering 

of sacrifices—Redemption declared—Satan 

estranges man from God. 

Nl) it came lo pass, that after I, 
the Lord God, had driven them 
out, that Adam began to till the 
earth, and to have dominion over all 
tho beasts of tho field, and to eat his 
bread by tho swent of his brow, as I, 
Iho Lord had commanded him; and 
Eve also, his wife, did labour with 
hiui. 

2 And Adam knew his wife, and 
Bho bare unto him sons and daugh¬ 
ters, and they began to multiply, 
and to replenish tbo earth. 

3 And from that time forth, tho sons 
and daughters of Adam began to 
divide, two and two, in the land, and 
to till the land, and to tend flocks; 
and they also begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

4 And Adam called upon tho name 
of tho Lord, and Eve also, his wifo; 
and they heard the voice of tho Lord, 
from the way towards tho garden of 
Eden, speaking unto them, and they 
saw him not; for they were shut out 
from hli presence. 
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5 And he gave unto them command¬ 
ments, that they should worship the 
Lord their God; and should offer the 
firstlings of their Hooks for an offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord. 

6 And Adam was obedient unto the 
commandments of the Lord. And 
after many days, an angel of the 
Lord appeared unto Adam, saying, 
Why dost thou offer sacrifices unto 
the Lord ? And Adam said unto him, 
I know not, Bave the Lord command¬ 
ed me. 

7 And then the angel spake, saying, 
This thing is a similitude of the sac¬ 
rifice of the Only Begotten of the 
Father, which is full of grace and 
truth; 

8 Wherefore, thou shalt do all that 
thou docst, in the name of the Son. 
And thou Bhalt repent, and call upon 
God, in the name of the Son forever¬ 
more. 

9 And in that day, the Holy Ghost 
fell upon Adam, which bcareth re¬ 
cord of the Father and the Son, say¬ 
ing, I am the Only Begotten of the 
Father from the beginning, hence¬ 
forth and for ever; that, as thou hast 
fallen, thou mayest be redeemed, 
and all mankind, even as many as 
will. 

10 And in that day Adam blessed 
God, and wa9 filled, and began to 
prophesy concerning all the families 
of the earth; saying, Blessed be the 
name of God, for, because of my 
transgression my eyes are oponed, 
and in this lifo I shall have joy, and 
again, in the flesh I shall see God. 

11 And Eve, his wifo, heard all 
these things and was glad, saying, 
Were it not for our transgression, we 
never should have had seed, and 
□ ever should have known good and 
evil, and the joy of our redemption, 
and the eternal life which God giveth 
unto all the obedient. 

12 And Adam and Eve blossed the 
name of God ; and they made all 
things knowu unto their sons and 
their daughters. 

13 And Satan o&mo among them, 
saying, I am also a son of God, and 
he commanded them, saying, Believe 
it not. And they believed it not; 
and they loved Satan more than God. 
And men began from that time forth 
to be carnal, sensual and devilish. 
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CHAPTER V. 

Sedan estrange.t man from Ood—Saltation 
preached—Birth of Cain and Abel — Ser 
cret combinations—Abel slain, Cain cursed 
—Secrets revealed by Lamtch’s wives—The 
earth cursed . 

ND the Lord God called upon 
men, by the Holy GhoBt, every¬ 
where, and commanded them that 
they shonld repent; 

2 And as many as believed in the 
Son, and repented of their sins, 
should be saved. And as many as 
believed not, and repented not, should 
be damned. And the word9 went 
forth out of the mouth of God, in a 
firm decree, wherefore they must be 
fulfilled. 

3 And Adam ceased not to call upon 
God; and Eve also his wife. 

4 And Adam knew Eve his wife, 
and she conceived and bare Cain, 
and said, I have gotten a man from 
the Lord; wherefore ho may not re¬ 
ject his words. But, behold, also 
Cain hearkened not, saying, AVbo is 
the Lord, that I should know him? 

6 And Bbe again conceived, and 
bare his brother Abel. And Abel 
hearkened unto the voice of the 
Lord. And Abel was a keeper of 
sheep, but Cain was a tiller of the 
ground. 

6 And Cain loved Satan more than 
God. And Satan commanded him, 
saying. Make an offering unto the 
Lord. And in process of time it 
oame to pass, that Cain brought of 
the fruit of the ground an offering 
unto the Lord. 

7 And Abel, he also brought, of the 
firstlings of his flock, and of the fat 
thereof; and the Lord had respect 
unto Abel, and to his offering; but 
unto Cain, and to his offering, he bad 
not respect. 

6 Now Batan knew this, and it 
pleased him. And Cain was very 
wroth, and his countenance fell. 

9 And the Lord said unto Cain, Why 
art thou wroth ? Why is thy counte¬ 
nance fallen ? If thou doest well 
thou shalt be accepted, and if thou 
doest not woll, sin lieth at the door ; 
and Satan dcsireth to have thee, and 
except, thou shalt hearken unto my 
oominandments, I will deliver thee 
up, and it shall be unto thee accord¬ 
ing to his desire; and thou shalt rule 
'■ver him, for from this time forth 


thou shalt he the father of his lies. 

10 Thou shalt he called Perdition, 
for thou wast also before the world, 
and it shall be said in time to come, 
that these abominations were had 
from Cain, for he rejected the greater 
counsel, which was had from God; 
and this is a cursing which I will put 
upon thee, except thou repent. 

11 And Cain was wroth, and listened 
not any more to the voice of the Lord, 
neither to Abel his brother, who 
walked in holiness before the Lord. 

12 And Adam also, and his wife, 
mourned before the Lord, because of 
Cain and his brethren. 

13 And it came to pass, that Cain 

took one of his brother’s daughters 
to wife, and they loved Satan more 
tbaD God. i 

14 And Satan said unto Cain, Swear 
unto me by thy throat, and if thou 
tell it thou shalt die; and swear thy 
brethren by their heads, and by the 
living God, that they tell it not; lor 
if they tell it they shall surely die. 
and this that thy father may not 
know it; and this day I will deliver 
thy brother Abel into thine hands. 

15 And Satan swear unto Cain, that 
he would do according to his com¬ 
mands. And all these things were 
done in secret. 

16 And Cain saith, Truly I am 
Mahan, the master of this great 
secret, that I may murder and get 
gain. Wherefore Cain was called 
Master Mahan ; and he gloried in his 
wickedness. 

17 And Cain went into the field, and 
Cain talked with Abel his brother; 
and it came to pass, that while they 
were in the field, Cain rose up against 
Abel his brother, and slew him. 

18 And Cain gloried in that which 
he had done, saying, I am free; 
surely tho flocks of my brother falleth 
into ray hands. 

19 And the Lord said unto Cain, 
Where is Abel, thy brother ? And he 
said, I know not, am I my brother's 
keeper ? 

20 And tho Lord said, What bast 
thou done ? Tho voice of thy brother’s 
blood cries unto me from the ground. 

21 And now, thou shalt bo cursed 
from the earth, which hath opened 
her mouth to receive thy brother'* 
blood from thy hand. 
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22 Wheu thou tillest the ground, it 
shall uot henceforth yield unto thee 
hor strength; ft fugitive and a 
vagabond shall thou bo in the earth. 

23 And Cain said unto the Lord, 
Satan tempted me, because of ray 
brother’s Hocks; and I was wroth 
also, for his offering thou didst accept, 
and not mine. 

24 My punishment is greatorthau I 
can boar! Behold, thou hast driven 
me out this day from the face of the 
Lord, and from thy face shall I be 
hid; and 1 shall be a fugitive and a 
vagabond in the earth; and it shall 
come to pass, that he that findeth me 
will slay me, because of mine in¬ 
iquities, for these things are not hid 
from the Lord. 

25 And I, the Lord, said unto him, 
Whosoever slayeth thee, vengeance 
shall be taken on him seven-fold; and 
I, the Lord, sot a mark upon Cain, 
lest any finding him should kill him. 

26 And Cain was shut out from the 
presence of tho Lord, and with his 
wife and many of his brethren, dwelt 
in tho laud of Nod, on the cast of Eden. 

27 And Cain know his wife, and she 
conceived and bare Enoch, and he 
&1bo begat many sons and daughters. 
And he builded a city, and ho called 
the namo of the city after the name 
of his son Enoch. 

28 And unto Enoch was born Irad, 
and other sous and daughters, and 
Irad begat Mahujacl, and other sons 
and daughters. 

29 Aod Mahujael begat Mcthusacl, 
and othor sods and daughters. And 
Methusnel begat Lamech. 

30 And Lamech took unto himself 
two wives, the name of ouo boing 
Adah, and the name of the other, 
Zil'ah. 

31 And Adah baro Jabal; he was 
the father of such as dwell in tents, 
and they wore keepers of cattle ; and 
his brother’s namu was Jubal, who 
was the father of all such as handle 
the harp and organ. 

32 And Zillab, sho also bare Tubal 
Cain, an instructor of overy artificer 
in brass and iron; and the sister of 
Tubal Cain was called Naamah. 

33 And Lamech said unto his wives, 
Adah and Zillab, Hear my voice, ye 
wives of Lamech; hearken unto my 
ipeeoh, for I have slain n man to my 
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wounding, and a young man to my 
hurt. 

34 If Cain shall be avenged seven¬ 
fold, truly Lamech shall be seventy 
and seven fold. 

35 For, Lamech having entered into 
a covenant with Satan, after the man¬ 
ner of Cain, wherein he became 
Master Mahan, master of that great 
secret which was administered unto 
Cain by Satan; 

3G And Irad, the son of Enoch, 
haviug known their secret, began to 
reveal it unto the sons of Adam; 
wherefore, Lamech, being angry, slew 
him, uot like unto Cain his brother 
Abel for tho sake of getting gain ; 
but ho slew him for the oath’s sake; 

37 For, from the days of Cain, there 
was a secret combination, and their 
works were in the dark, and thoy 
knew every man his brother. 

38 Wherefore the Lord cursod La- 
mcoh and his house, and all they 
that had covenanted with Satan ; for 
they kept not the commandments of 
God. And it displeased God, and he 
ministered not unto them. 

39 And thoir works were abomina¬ 
tions, and began to spread among all 
tho sons of men. And it was among 
the sons of men. 

40 And among tho daughters of men, 
these things were not spoken; be¬ 
cause that Lamech had spoken the 
secret unto his wives, and they re¬ 
belled against him, and declared 
those things abroad, and had not 
compassion. 

41 Wherefore Lamooh was despised, 
and cast out, and came not among 
the sons of men, lest he should die. 

42 And thus tho works of darkness 
bogan to prevail among all the sons 
of men. 

43 And God cursed the earth with 
a sore curse, and was angry with the 
wicked, with all tho sons of men whom 
lie had made, for thoy would not 
hearken unto his voice, nor believe 
on his Only Begotten Son, even him 
whom ho dcclarod should oome in tho 
meridian of time; who was prepurod 
from before tho foundation of the 
world. 

44 And thus tho gospel bogan to be 
preached from the boginning, being 
dcolared by holy angole, sont forth 
from the preseno* of God; and by 
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bis own voice, and by the gift of the 
Hoi}' Ghost. 

45 And thus all things were con¬ 
firmed unto Adam by an holy ordi- 
nanco ; and the gospel preached ; and 
a decree sent forth that it should be 
in the world until tho end thereof; 
and thus it was. Amen. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Adam warns men to repent — Seth is bam — 
The priesthood it shaum — Book a) genera¬ 
tions kept — •Satan has dominum — God's 
promise to Enoch — Enoch's visum — His 
preaching. 

ND Adam hearkened unto the 
voice of God, and called upon 
his sons to repent. 

2 And Adam knew hi9 wife Again, 
and sho bare a son, and ho called bis 
name Seth. 

3 And Adam glorified the name of 
God, for ho said, God hath appointed 
me anothcrsccd instead of Abel whom 
Cain slew. 

4 And God revealed himself unto 
Seth, and he rebelled not, but olTcred 
an acceptable sacrifice like unto bis 
brother Abel. And to him also was 
bom a son, and be called his name 
Eno9. 

5 And then began these men to cull 
upon the name of the Lord ; and the 
Lord blessed them ; and a book of 
remembrance was kept in ihe which 
was recorded in the language of Adam, 
for it was given unto us many as 
called upon God, to write by the 
Spirit of inspiration; 

6 And by tnem their children were 
taught to read and write, having a 
language which was pure and unde¬ 
filed. 

7 Now this same priesthood which 
was in tho beginning, shall be iu the 
end of tho world also. 

8 Now this prophecy Adam spake, 
as he was moved upon by the Lloly 
Ghost. 

9 And a genealogy was kept of tho 
children of God. And Ibis was the 
book of tho generations of Adam, 
saying, In tho day that God created 
man, (in the likeness of God made 
he him,) in tho imago of his own 
body, male and fcmalo created he 
them, and blessed them, and called 
their name Adam, in the day when 
they were created, and became living 
souls, in the laud, upon the footstool 
of God. 


10 And Adam lived one hundred 
and Lhirty years, and begat a son in 
his own likeness, after his owl image, 
and called his name Seth. 

11 And the days of Adam, after he 
had begotten Seth, were eight hun¬ 
dred years. And he begat many 
sons and daughters. And all the days 
that Adam lived, were nine hundred 
and thirty years; and he died. 

12 Seth lived one hundred and five 
years, and begat Enos, and prophe¬ 
sied in all his days, and taught his 
son Enos in the ways of God. Whcro- 
fore Enos prophesied also. And Seth 
lived after he begat Enos, eight hun¬ 
dred and seven years, and begat many 
sons and daughters. 

13 And the children of men were 
numerous upon all tho face of the 
land. And in those days, Satan had 
great dominion among men, and raged 
in their hearts; and from thenceforth 
came wars and bloodshed. 

14 Aud a man’s hand was against 
his own brother in administering 
death, because of secret works, seek¬ 
ing for power. And all the days of 
Seth were nino hundred and twelve 
years ; and he died. 

15 And Enos lived ninety years, and 
begat Cainan. And Enos, and the 
residue of the people of God, came 
out from the land which was called 
Shulon, and dwelt in a land of pro¬ 
mise, which he called after his own 
sou, whom he had named Cainan. 

16 And Enos lived, after he begat 
Cainan, eight huudred and fifteen 
years, and begat many sons and 
daughters. And all the days of Enos 
were nine hundred and five years; 
and he died. 

17 And Cainan lived seventy year9, 
and begat Mahalalcel. 

IS And Cainan lived after ue begat 
Mahalalcel, eight huudred and forty 
years, und begat sons and daughters. 
And nil the days of Cainan were nine 
hundred and ten years; and he died. 

19 And Mabalaleel lived sixty-five 
years, and begat Jared. 

20 And Mahalalcel lived after he be¬ 
gat Jared, eight hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 
And all the days of Mahalalcel were 
eight hundred and ninety-five years; 
and ho died. 

21 And Jared lived one hundred and 
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sixty-two years, and begat Enoch. 

22 And Jared lived, after ho begat 
Enoch, eight hundred years, and be¬ 
gat sons and daughters. Aud Jared 
taught Enooh in all the ways of God. 

23 And this is tho genealogy of the 
sons of Adam, who was the son of 
<$od, with whom God himself con¬ 
versed. 

24 And they were preachers of 
righteousness, and spake and pro¬ 
phesied, and called upon all men 
everywhere to repent. And faith was 
taught unto tho children of men. 

25 And it came to pass, that all the 
days of Jared were nine hundred And 
sixty-two years; and he died. 

26 And Enoch livod sixly-Gvo years, 
and begat Methuselah. And it came 
to pass that Enooh journeyed in the 
land, among the people; and as he 
journeyed, the Spirit of God descend¬ 
ed out of hcavon, and nbodo upou 
him ; 

27 And he heard a voice from hea¬ 
ven, saying, Enooh, my son, prophesy 
unto this peoplo, and say unto them, 
Repent, for thus saith the Lord, I 
am angry with this people, and my 
fleroo auger is kindled against them; 
for thoir hearts have waxed hard, 
and thoir ears are dull of hearing, 
and thoir eyos cannot see afar off. 

2B And for these many generations, 
even sinco tho day that I created 
them, have they gone astray, aud 
have donied me, and have sought 
their own counsels in the dark ; and 
in their own abominatious have they 
dovised murder, and hnvo not kept 
the oommandments which I gavo 
unto their father Adam. 

29 Wherefore, they hnvo forsworn 
themselves, and by their oaths they 
have brought upon themselves death. 

30 And an hell 1 havo prepared for 
them, if they repent not; 

31 And thiB is a decree which 1 
have sent forth in the beginning of 
the world, from mi no own mouth, 
from the foundation thereof; and 
by tho mouths of my servants, thy 
fathers, have I decreed it; even as it 
shall bo sent forth in the world, unto 
tho end iheroof. 

32 And when Enoch had heard 
these words, he bowod himself to the 
earth, before the Lord, and spake 
before the Lord, Baying, Why is it 
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that I have found favour in thy 
sight, and am but a lad, and all the 
people hate me, for I am slow of 
speech; whereforo am I thy servant? 

33 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Go forth, and do as I have com¬ 
manded thee, and no man shall 
pierce thee. 

34 Open thy mouth, and it shall be 
GUcd, and I will give thee utterance; 
for all flesh is in my hands, and I 
will do as seemeth me good. 

35 Say unto this people, Choose ye 
this day to serve the Lord God who 
made you. 

36 Rehold, my Spirit is upon you; 
wherefore all thy words will I justify, 
and the mountains shall flee before 
you, and tho rivers shall turn from 
their course; and thou shalt abide in 
me, And 1 in you; therefore walk 
with me. 

37 And the Lord spake unto Enoch, 
and said unto him, Anoint thine eyes 
with clay, and wash them, and thou 
shall see; and he did so. 

38 And he beheld tho spirits that 
God had creaLed, and he beheld also 
things which were not visible to the 
natural cyo; and from thenceforth 
came the saying abroad in the land, 
A seer hath the Lord raised up unto 
his people. 

39 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
went forth in the land, among the 
people, standing upon the hills, and 
the high places, and cried with a 
loud vuico, testifying against their 
works. 

40 And all men were offended be¬ 
cause of him; and they oame forth 
to hour him upon the high places, 
saying unto the tent-keepers, Tarry 
ye here and keep the tents, while we 
go yonder to behold the seer, for he 
prophcsielh; and thero is a strange 
thing in tho land, a wild man hath 
come njnong us. 

41 And it camo to pa9B when they 
heard him, no man laid hands oh 
him, for fear came on all them that 
heard him, for he walked with God. 

42 And there oamo a man uuto 
him, whuso name was Mahijah, and 
said unto him, Tell us plainly who 
thou Art, aud from whence thou 
coincst. 

43 And he said onto them, I oame 
out from the land of Cainan, the 
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land of my fathers, a land of right¬ 
eousness unto this day; and my 
father taught me in all the ways of 
God. 

44 Aod it came to pass, as I jour¬ 
neyed from the land of Cainan by 
the sea cast, I beheld a vision; and 
lo, the heavens I saw, and the Lord 
spake with me, and gave me com¬ 
mandment; wherefore for this cause, 
to beep the commandment, I speak 
forth these words. 

45 And Enoch continued his speech, 
saying, The Lord which spake with 
me, the same is the God of heaven, 
and he is my God and your God, 
and ye are my brethren; and why 
counsel ye yourselves, and deny the 
God of heaven ? 

46 The heavens he made; the earth 
is his footstool, and the foundation 
thereof is bis : behold, he laid it, and 
hosts of men hath he brought in 
upon the face thereof. 

47 And death hath come upon our 
fathers; nevertheless, we know them, 
and cannot deny, and even the first 
of all we know, even Adam; for a 
book of remembrance we have writ¬ 
ten among us, according to the pat¬ 
tern given by the finger of God ; and 
it is given in our own language. 

48 And as Enoch spake forth the 
words of God, the people trembled 
aod could not stand in his presence. 

49 And he said unto them, Because 
that Adam fell, we arc; and by his 
fall came death, and wc are made 
partakers of misery and woe. 

50 Behold, Satan hath come among 
the children of men, and tempteth 
them to worship him; and men have 
become carnal, sensual, and devilish, 
and arc shut out from the presence 
of God. 

51 But God hath made known unto 
our fathers, that all men must re¬ 
pent. 

52 And he called upon our father 
Adam, by his own voice, saying, I 
am God; I made the world, and men 
before they were in the flesh. 

53 And he also said unto him, If 
thou wilt, turn unto me and hearken 
uuto my voice, and believe, and re¬ 
pent of alt thy transgressions, ami 
lie baptized, even in water, in the 
name of uiino Only Begotten Son, 
who is full of grace and truth, which 


is Jesus ; lirist, the only name which 
shall be given under heaven, whereby 
salvation shall come unto the chil¬ 
dren of men; and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost, asking 
all things in his name, and whatso¬ 
ever ye shall ask it shall be given 
yon. 

54 And our father Adam spake 
unto the Lord, and said, Why is it 
that men must repent, and be bap¬ 
tized in water? 

55 And the Lord said unto Adam, 
Behold, I have forgiven thee thy 
transgression in the garden of Eden. 

56 Hence came the saying abroad 
among the people, that the Son of 
God bath atoned for original guilt, 
wherein the sins of the parents can¬ 
not be answered upon tne heads of 
the children, for they are whole from 
the foundation of the world. 

57 And the Lord spake nnto Adam, 
saying, Inasmuch as thy children 
are conceived in sin, even so, when 
they begin to grow up sin conceiveth 
in their hearts, and they taste the 
bitter, that they may know to prise 
the good. 

58 And it is given unto them to 
know good from evil; wherefore, they 
arc agents unto themselves. 

59 And I have given unto you an¬ 
other law and commandment; where¬ 
fore teach it unto your children, that 
all men, everywhere, must repent, or 
they can in no wise inherit the king¬ 
dom of God. 

60 For no unclean thing can dwell 
there, or dwell in his presence; for, 
in the language of Adam, Man of 
Holiness is his name; and the name 
of ll is Only Begotten is the Son of 
Man,, even Jesus Christ, a righteous 
judge, who shall come in the meridian 
of time. 

lil Therefore I give unto you a com¬ 
mandment, to teach these things 
freely unto your children, soying, that 
by reason of transgression oomoth 
the fall, which fall bringoth death ; 
and inasmuch as ye were born into 
the world hy water and blood, and 
the spirit, which I have made, and so 
became of dust a living soul ; 

62 Even so yc must be born again, 
into the kingdom of heaven, of water, 
and of the Spirit, and be cleansed by 
blood, even the blood of mine Only 
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Begotten ; that ye might he* sanctified 
from all sin ; and onjoy the words of 
eternal life in this world, and eternal 
life in the world to come; even im¬ 
mortal glory. 

63 For, by the water ye keep the 
commandment; by the Spirit ye are 
justified; and by the blood ye arc 
sanctified. 

64 Therefore it is given to abide in 
you, the record of heaven, the Com¬ 
forter, the peaceable things of immor¬ 
tal glory, tne truth of all things, that 
which quickcneth all things, which 
m&kcth alive all things, that which 
knoweth all things, and hath all 
power according to wisdom, mercy, 
truth, justice and judgment. 

65 And now, behold, I say unto you, 
This is the plan of salvation unto all 
men, through the blood of mine Only 
Begotten, who shall come in the mo- 
ridian of time. 

66 And, behold, all things have their 
likeness; and all things are created 
and made to hear record of mo; both 
things which are temporal, and things 
which are spiritual; things which are 
in the hoavens above, and things 
whioh are on the earth, and things 
whiah are in the earth, and things 
whioh aro under the earth, both above 
and beneath, all things hear record 
of me. 

67 And it carno to pass, when the 
Lord had Bpoken with Adam our 
father, that Adam cried unto the 
Lord, and ho was caught away by 
the Spirit of the Lord, and was car¬ 
ried down into the water, and was 
laid under the water, and was hrought 
forth out of tho water; and thus he 
was hapti/.ed. 

68 And the Spirit of God descended 
upon him, and thus he was born of 
tho Spirit, and became quickened in 
the innor man. 

69 And he hoard a voico out of hea¬ 
ven, saying, Thou art baptized with 
fire and with the Holy Ghost; this is 
the record of tho Fathor and tho Son, 
from henoeforth and for ovor; 

70 And thou art aflor tho order of 
him who was without beginning of 
days or end of yoars, from all oler- 
□ity to all oternity. 

71 Behold, thou art one in me, a 
son of God ; and thus may all become 
my sous. Amen.

49 Wherefore Enoch knew and 
looked upon thoir wickedness, and 
their misery ; and wept, and stretch¬ 
ed forth his arms, and his hear4 
swelled wido as eternity, and hil 
bowels yearned, and all eternity 
shook. 

40 And Enoch saw Noah also, and 
his family, that the posterity of all 
the sons of Noah should be saved 
with a temporal salvation. 

50 Wherefore Enoch saw that Noah 
built an ark, and tbe Lord smiled 
upon it, and held it in his own hand; 
but upou the residue of the wicked 
came the floods aDd swallowed thorn 
up. 

51 And as Enoch saw thus, ho had 
bitterness of soul, and wept over his 
brethren, and said unto the heavens, 
I will refuso to bo comforted. 

52 But the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Lift up your heart and be glad, and 
look. And it oamo to pass, tha 
Enoch looked, and from Noah he be 
held all the familios of the earth 
and ho uriod unto the Lord, saying 
When shall the day of the Lord 
como ? When shall tho blood of the 
rightoous be shed, that all they that 
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mourn may be sauotified, and have 
eternal life ? 

53 And tho Lord said, It shall ho in 
tho meridian of time; in the days of 
wickedness aud vengeance. 

54 And, behold, Enoch buw the day 
of the coming of tho Son of Man, 
oven in the flesh j and his soul re¬ 
joiced, saying, The righteous is lifted 
up; and the Lamb is slain from the 
foundation of the world; and through 
faith I am in the bosom of the 
Father; and behold, Zion is with 
me! 

55 And it came to pns9, that Enoch 
looked upon the earth, and he heard 
a voice from the bowels thereof, say¬ 
ing, Woe! woe! is me, tho mother 
of men ! I am pained, I am weary, 
because of the wickedness of my 
children! When shall I rest, aud 
be cleansed from the fllthincss which 
has gono forth out of me ? When 
will my Creator sanctify lue, that I 
may rest, and righteousness for a 
season abide upon my face. 

50 And when Enoch heard the earth 
mourn, he wept, and cried unto the 
Lord, saying, 0 Lord, wilt thou not 
have compassion upon the earth ? 
wilt thou uot blesa the children of 
Noah ? 

57 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
continued his cry unto the Lord, say¬ 
ing, I ask thee, 0 Lord, in the name 
of thino Only Begotten, even Jesus 
Christ, that thou wilt have mercy 
upon Noah, and his seed, that the 
earth might never more be covered 
by the floods. 

53 And the Lord could not with¬ 
hold ; and he covenanted with Enoch, 
and swarc unto him with uu oath, 
that he would stay the floods ; that 
he would call upon tho children of 
Noah; aud he sent forth an unalter¬ 
able decree, that a remnant of his 
seed should always be found among 
all nations, while the earth should 
stand. 

59 And the Lord said. Blessed is he 
Lhrough whose seed Messiah shall 
come; for he saith, I am Messiah, 
the King of Zion, the Hock of 
heaveD, which is broad as eternity; 
and whoso coincth in at tho gate, and 
climbeth up by me shall never fall. 

00 Wherefore blessed are they of 
whom I havo spoken, for they shall 


oome forth with songs of everlasting 
joy. 

61 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
oried unto the Lord, saying, When 
the Son of Man cometh in the flesh 
6hall tho earth rest ? I pray thee 
show me these things. 

62 And the Lord said unto Enooh, 
Look ; and he looked, and beheld the 
Son of Man lifted up on tho cross, 
after the manner of men. 

63 And he heard a loud voice, and 
tho heavens were veiled; and all the 
creations of God mourned, and the 
earth groaned ; Rnd the rocks were 
rent; and the saints arose, and were 
crowned at the right hand of the Son 
of Man, with crowns of glory. 

64 And as many of the spirits as 
were iu prison came forth and stood 
on the right baud of God. And the 
remainder were reserved in chains of 
darkness until the judgment of the 
great day. 

65 And again Enoch wept, and 
cried unto the Lord, saying, When 
shall the earth rest 7 

66 And Enooh beheld the Son of 
Man ascend up unto the Father; and 
he called unto the Lord, saying, Wilt 
thou not oome again upon the earth ? 
for inasmuch ns thou art God, and 1 
know thee, and thou hast sworn unto 
me, and commanded me that I should 
ask in tho name of thine Only Begot¬ 
ten ; thou hast made me, and given 
me a right to thy throne, and not of 
myself, but through thine own grace ; 
wherefore I ask thoe if thou wilt not 
come again on tho earth ? 

67 And tho Lord said unto Enooh, 
As I live, even so will I come in the 
last days, in the days of wickedness 
and vengeance, to fulfil the oath 
which I made unto you concerning 
the children of Noah. 

63 And the day shall oome that the 
earth shall rest. But before that day 
the heavens shall be darkened, and a 
veil of darkness shall oover the earth; 
and the heavens shall shake, and also 
the earth. 

69 And great tribulations shall be 
among the ohildren of men, but my 
people will I preserve; aud right¬ 
eousness will I send down out of 
heaven, and truth will I send forth 
out of the earth, to bear testimony of 
mine Only Bogotton ; his resurrection 
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from tho (load; yea, and also the 
resurrection of all men. 

70 And righteousness and truth will 
I cause to sweep the earth as with a 
flood, to gather out mine own elect 
from the four quarters of the earth, 
unto ft place which I shall prepare; 
an holy city, that my people may gird 
up their loins, and be looking forth 
for tho time of my coming ; for there 
■hall be my tabernacle, and it shall 
he called Zion ; u New Jerusalem. 

71 And the Lord said unto Enoch, 
Then shalt thou and all thy oity meet 
them there; and we will receive them 
into our bosom; and they shall sec 
us, and we will fall upon their necks, 
and they Bhall fall upon our necks, 
and we wilt kiss each other; 

72 And there ahull be mine abode, 
and it shall be Zion, which shall come 
forth out of all tho creations which I 
have made; and for the space of a 
thousand years Bhall the earth ,rcst. 

73 And it came to pass, that Enoch 
saw the day of Iho coming of the Son 
of Man, in tho last days, to dwell on 
tho earth, in righteousness, for the 
space of a thousand years. 

74 But before that (lay, ho saw great 
tribulation among the wicked ; and 
ho also saw the sea, that it was 
troubled, and men's hcartR failing 
them, looking forth with foar for the 
judgmentof the Almighty God, which 
should oomo upon tho wicked. 

75 And the Lord showed Enoch all 
things, even unto tho end of the 
world. And he saw the day of the 
righteous, tho hour of their re¬ 
demption, and reoeived a fulness of 

Joy- 

70 And all the days of Zion, in the 
days of Enoch, wore three hundred 
and sixly-flvo years. 

77 And Enooh and all his people 
walked with God, and he dwelt in the 
midst of Zion. 

78 And it came to pass, that Zion 
was not, for God reoeived it up into 
his own bosom; and from thence 
went forth the saying, Zion is fled. 
And all the days of Enooh were four 
hundred and thirty years. 

70 And it came to pass, that 
Motbusolah, the eon of Enoch, was 
not taken, that llio covenants of the 
Lord might l>e fulfilled whioh ho made 
to Enoch; for he truly covenanted 
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with Enoch, that Noah should he of 
tho fruit of his loins. 

80 And it came to pass, that 

Methuselah prophesied that from hie 
loins should spring all tho kingdoms 
of the earth ; (through Noah,) and he 
took glory unto himself. 

81 And there came forth a great 
famine into the land, and the Lord 
cursed the earth with a sore ourse, 
and many of the inhabitants thereof 
died. 

82 And it came to pass, that 

Methuselah lived one hundred and 
eighty-seven years, and begat La- 
meeh ; and Methuselah lived after he 
begat Lainech, seven hundred and 
eighty-two years, and begat eons and 
daughters. And all the days of 
Mcthueelah were nine hundred and 
sixty-nine years, and he died. 

83 And Lnmech lived one hundred 
and eighty-two years, and hegat a 
son, and he called his name Noah, 
Haying, This son shall comfort us 
concerning our work, and toil of our 
hands, because of the ground which 
the Lord hath cursed. 

84 And Lamcch lived after he begat 
Noah, five hundred and ninety-five 
years, and begat 6ons and daughters. 
And all tho days of Lamcch were 
seven hundred and seventy-seven 
years ; and he died. 

85 And Noah was four hundred and 
fifty years old, and begat Japheth, 
and forty-two years afterwards, he 
begat Shem, of her who wns the 
mother of Japheth, and when he was 
five hundred years old, he begat Ham. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The sons of God transgress by taking wives 
of the daughters of men—Noah declares 
the gospel — The earth filled with violence — 
The flood foretold—The ark made—Com¬ 
mandment of Noah. — Two by two , the 
mole and his female saved—Hit ark rests t 
the waters abate. 

ND Noah and his sons hearkened 
unto the Lord, nnd gave heed : 
and they wero called the sons of God. 

2 And when these men began to 
multiply on the face of tho earth, 
and daughters wero born unto them, 
the sons of men saw that their daugh¬ 
ters were fair, and they took them 
wives oven as they chose. 

3 And tho Lord said unto Noah, 
The daughters of thy sons have sold 

I themBolveE, for behold, mine anger is 
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kindled againet the bodh of men, for 
they will not hearken to my voice. 

4 And il came to pass, that Noah 
prophesied, and taught tho things of 
God, even as it was in tho beginning. 

5 And the Lord said nnlo Noah, My 
Spirit Bhall not always Btrive with 
man, for he shall know that all flesh 
shall die, yet his days shall be an 
hundred and twenty years; and if 
men do not repent, I will send in the 
Hoods upon them. 

6 And in those days there were 
giants on the earth, and they sought 
Noah to take away his life: 

7 Cut the Lord was with Noah, and 
the power of the Lord was upon him ; ! 
and the Lord ordained Noah after bis 
own order, and commanded him that 
he should go forth and declare his 
gospel uuto the children of men, even 
as it was given unto Enoch. 

8 And it came to pass that Noah 
called upon tho children of men, that 
they should repent, but they heark¬ 
ened not unto his words. 

9 And also, after that they had 
heard him, they came up before him, 
saying, Behold, we are Lhe sons of 
God; have wc not taken unto our¬ 
selves the daughters of men ? and 
arc we not eating and drinking, and 
marrying and given in marriage ? 
and our wives bear unto us children, 
and the same are mighty men, which 
arc like unto them of old, men of 
great renown. And they hearkened 
not unto the words of Noah. 

10 And God saw that the wicked¬ 
ness of man had become great in the 
earth ; and every man was lifted up 
in the imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart; being only evil continually. 

11 And it came to pass, that Noah 
continued his preaching unto the 

coplc, saying, Hearken and give 

eed unto tny words, bolieve and re¬ 
pent of your sine end bo baptized in 
the name of Jesus Christ, the Son of 
God, even as our fathers did, and yo 
shall receive the Holy Ghost, that yo 
may have all things tnado manifest; 

12 And if you do not this, the floods 
will come in upon you ; nevertheless, 
they hearkened not. 

13 Aud it repented Noah, and his 
hoart was pained, that the Lord made 
man on the oarth, and it griovod him 
at the heart. 


14 And the Lord said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created, from the 
face of tho earth, both man and beast, 
and tho creeping things, and the fowls 
of the air; 

15 For it repenteth Noah that 1 
have created them, and that I have 
made them; and he hath called upon 
me, for they have sought his life. 

16 And thus Noah found grace in 
tho eyes of the Lord; for Noah waB 
a just man, and perfect in his gene¬ 
ration ; and he walked with God, and 
also his three bodb, Shcm, Ham, and 
Japhcth. 

17 The earth was corrupt before 
i God; and it was filled with violence. 

And God looked upon the earth, and 
behold, it was oorrupt, for all flesh 
had corrupted its way upon the earth. 

IS And God said unto Noah, Tho 
end of all flesh is come before me; 
fop the earth is filled with violence, 
aud behold, I will destroy all flesh 
from off the earth. 

19 Make thee therefore, an ark of 
gopher wood; rooms shalt thou make 
in the ark, and thou shalt pitch it 
within and without with pitch ; 

20 And the length of the ark thou 
shalt make three hundred cubits; tho 
breadth of it fifty cubits; and tho 
height of it thirty oubits. 

21 And windows shalt thou make to 
the ark, aud in a cubit shall thou 
finish it above; and the door of the 
ark shalt thou set in the side thereof; 
Lower, second, and third chambers 
shalt thou make in it. 

22 And behold, I, even I will bring 
in a flood of water upon the earth, 
to dostroy all flosh, wherein is the 
breath of life, from under heaveu ; 
evory thing that liveth on the earth 
shall die. 

23 But with theo will I establish my 
covenant, even as I have sworn unto 
thy father Enoch, that of thy pos¬ 
terity shall come all nations. 

24 And thou shalt come into the ark, 
thou aud thy sons, and thy wife, and 
thy sons' wives with thee. 

25 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every kind shalt thou 
bring iuto the ark, to keep alive withi 
thee; they shall be male and female. 

26 Of fowls after their kind, aud' 
of oatMo after their kind, of every* 
creeping thing of the earth after hin 
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kind ; two of every kind shnlt thou 
lake into the ark, to keep alive. 

27 And tnko thou unto thco of all 
food Hint is cuten, and thou shall 
gather fruit of every kind unto thee 
in the ark, and it shall bo for food 
for thee, and for them. 

28 Thus did Noah, according to all 
that God commanded him. 

2U And tho Lord eaid unto Noah, 
Come thou and all thy house, into the 
ark; for thco only have I seen right¬ 
eous beforo me, in this generation. 

SO Of every clean beast thou shalt 
tnko to llioe by sevens, tho male and 
his female ; and of beasts that aro 
not clean by two, tho male and his 
fernalo; 

31 Of fowls also of the air, by 
sevons, the male and his female; to 
keep seed alivo upon tho faco of tho 
earth. 

32 For yet seven days, and I will 
cause it to rain upon tho earth forty 
days, and forty nights; and every 
living suhstance that I have made 
will I destroy from off the fucc of the 
earth. 

83 And Noah did according to all 
that the Lord commanded him. And 
Noah was Bix hundred yoars old 
wheu the flood of waters was upon 
the oarth. 

34 And Noah went In, and his sour, 
and his wife, aud his sons* wivos 
with him, into the ark, boouuso of 
tho waters of tho flood. 

35 Of clean boasts, and of boasts 
that wero not clean, and of fowls, and 
of c\ory thing that oreepeth upon 
the earth, there went in two and two, 
unto Noah into tho ark, the malo and 
the female, aB God had oomtnandod 
Noah. 

30 And it oamo to pass, after sevon 
days, that the waters of tho flood 
woro upon tho earth. To the Rix 
hundredth year of Noah*s life, in the 
■eoond month, and the seventeenth 
day of the month, the same day were 
all the fountains of tho groat deep 
brokon up, and tho windows of heft- 
ven were oponod, and tho rain was 
npon the earth forty days and forty 
nights. 

37 In the self-same day enlorod 
Noah, and Shorn, and Ham, and Japh- 
eth, the sons of Noah; and Noah's 
wife, and the threo wives of his sous 
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with them into tho ark ; they, and 
every beast after his kind, and all the 
cattle after their kind, and every 
creeping thing that crecncth on the 
cartn, after his kind, and every fowl 
after his kind, and every bird of 
every sort; 

38 And they went nnto Noah, into 
the Ark, two and two of all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of lifo; and 
they that vrent in, went in male and 
female of all flesh, as God had com¬ 
manded him, and the Lord shut him 
in. 

39 And the flood was forty days 
upon the earth, and tho waters in¬ 
creased, and baro up tho ark, and it 
was lifted up above the earth. 

40 Aod the waters prevailed and 
incroascd greatly upon the earth, and 
tho ark wont upon tho faco of the 
waters. 

41 And tho waters prevailed ex- 
cecdingly upon tho faco of the earth, 
and a]l the high hills, under the 
whole heavens wore covered. Fif¬ 
teen culiitB and upward did the wa¬ 
ters prevail; and the mountains were 
covered. 

42 And all flesh died that moved 
upon the face of the earth, both of 
fowl, and of oattlo, and of heast9, 
and of every creeping thing that 
creepeth npon tho earth, and every 
tnan, 

43 All in whose nostrils the Lord 
had breathod the breath of life, of 
all that were on tho dry land, died. 

44 And every living substance was 
destroyed, which was upon tho face 
of tho ground, both man, and cattle, 
and the creeping things, and the 
fowls of the air; and thoy wore de¬ 
stroyed from the earth; 

45 And Noah only rom&ined, and 
thoy that were with him in tho ark. 

46 And the waters prevailed on the 
earth one hundred and fifty days. 

47 And God remembered Noah, aud 
all that were with him in the ark. 
And God mado a wind to pass over 
the earth, and tho waters assuaged. 

48 The fountains also of the doop, 
and the windows of heaven were 
stopped, and tho min from heaven 
was restrained; and the waters re¬ 
turned from off the earth. 

49 And after the end of the hun¬ 
dred and fifty days, the waters were 
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abated. And the ark reeled in lh<* 
Bevcnlb month, on the seventeen!h 
day of tho month, upon tho mouutnin 
of Ararat. 

50 And the waters decreased until 
the tonth month ; and in the tenth 
mouth, on tho first day of the month, 
were the tops of the mountains seen. 

51 And it came to pass, at the end 
of forty days, that Noah opened the 
window of the ark which he had 
made, and he sent forth a raven, 
which went forth to and fro, until 
the waters were dried up from off the 
earth. 

52 He also sent forth a dove from 
him, to eco if the waters woro ahated 
from off the face of the ground; hut 
the dove found no rest for the sole of 
her foot, and she returned unto him 
into the ark, for the waters had not 
receded from off the face of tho 
whole earth; then he put forth his 
hand and took her, and pulled her in 
unto him into the ark. 

53 And he stayed yet other seven 
days, and again he sent the dove out 
of the ark, and the dove came in to 
him in the evening; and, lo, in her 
mouth an olive leaf plucked off; so 
Noah knew that tho wRtcrs were 
abated from off the earth. 

54 And he stayed yet other seven 
days, and sent forth a dove, which 
returned not again unto him any 
more. 

55 And it oame to pass, in tho six 
hundred and first year, in the first 
month, the first day of the month, 
the waters wore dried up from off tho 
earth. 

56 And Noah removed the covering 
of the ark, and looked, and behold, 
the face of the ground was dry. 
And in the second month, on the 
seven and twentieth day of the month, 
was the earth dried. 

' CHAPTER IX. 

Noah builds an altar—Commandment to not 

shed blood — Cod's covenant, the token of A 

set in the clouds — Noah's folly, the results 

of it. 

ND God spake unto Noah, say¬ 
ing, Go forth out of the ark, 
thou and thy wife, and thy sons, and 
tby sons' wives with thee. 

2 Bring forth with thee every liv¬ 
ing thing that is with thee, of all 
flesh, both of fowl, and of oattle, and 


of every creeping thing that orcepctb 
upon the earth; that they may breed 
abundantly in tho earth, and be 
fruitful and multiply upon the earth. 

3 And Noah went forth, and his 
sons, and his wife, aDd his sons' 
wives with him. And every beast, 
every oreeping thing, and every fowl 
upon the earth, after their kinds, 
went forth out of the ark. 

4 And Noah builded an Altar unto 
the Lord, and took of every clean 
boast, and of every clean fowl, and 
offered burnt offerings on the altar; 
and gave thanks unto the Lord, and 
rejoiced in his heart. 

5 And the Lord spake unto Noah, 
and he blessed him. And Noah 
smelled a sweet savour, aud he said 
in his heart; 

6 I will call on the name of the 
Lord, that ho will not again curse 
the ground any more for man’s sake, 
for the imagination of man’s heart 
is evil from his youth; and that he 
will not again smite any more ever y 
thing living, as he hath done, while 
the earth remaineth; 

7 And, that Beed-time and harvest, 
and cold and heat, and summer and 
winter, and day and night, may uo* 
cease with man. 

8 And God blessed Noah and hie 
eons, and said unto them, Be fruitful 
and multiply, and replenish the 
earth. And 11k* four of you, and 
the dread of you, shall be upon every 
beast of the earth, aud upon every 
fowl of the air, upon all that movetb 
upon the earth, and upon all the 
fishes of the sea: into your hand are 
they delivered. 

9 Every moving thing that liveth 
shall be meat for you; even as the 
green horb have I given you all 
things. 

10 But, the hlood of all flesh which 
I have given you for meat, shall be 
shed npon the ground, which takelh 
life thereof, and the blood yo shall 
not eat. 

11 And surely, blood shall not be 
shed, only for meat, to save your 
lives; and the blood of every beast 
will I require at your hands. 

12 And whoso sheddelh man’s blood, 
by man shall his blood be shed; fori 
man shall not shed the blood of man. 

L3 For a commandment I give, that' 
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every man's brother shall preserve 
the life of man, for in mine own 
image have I made man. 

14 And a commandment I give 
unto you, Be ye fruitful and mul¬ 
tiply ; bring forth abundantly on the 
earth, and multiply therein. 

15 And God Bpake unto Noah, and 
to his sods with him, saying, And I, 
behold, I will establish my oovenant 
with you, which 1 made unto your 
father Enoch, concerning your seed 
after you. 

16 And it shall oome to pass, that 
every living oroatura that is with 
you, of the fowl, and of the cattle, 
and of the beast of the earth that is 
with you, which shall go out of the 
ark, shall not altogether perish : nei¬ 
ther shall all flesh bo out off any 
more by tho waters of a flood: noi- 
tbor shall there any more be a flood 
to destroy the earth. 

17 And I will establish my cove¬ 
nant with you, whioh I made unto 
Enoch, concerning the remnants of 
your posterity. 

18 And God made a covenant with 
Noah, and said, This shall be the 
token of the oovonant I make bo- 
tweon me and you, and for every 
living creature with you, for per¬ 
petual generations; 

19 I will Bet my bow in tho cloud; 
and it shall be for a token of n cove¬ 
nant between ine and the earth. 

20 And it shall come to pass, when 
T bring a cloud over the earth, that 
the bow Bhull bo sceu in the oloud; 
and 1 will remomber my oovenant, 
whioh T have made between me 
and you, for evory living oreature 
of all flesh. And the waters shall 
no moro become a flood to destroy 
all flush. 

21 And tho bow shall be in the 
oloud; and I will look upon it, that I 
may remember the everlasting oove- 
DAnt, whioh I mado unto thy fathor 
Enooh ; that, whon men should keep 
all my commandments, Zion should 
again oome on the earth, tho oily of 
Enoch whioh I have oaught up unto 
myself. 

22 And this is mine evorlasting 
oovonant, thal when thy posterity 
shall embrace tho truth, and look 
toward, then shall Zion look down¬ 
ward, and all Lhe heavens shall 
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shake with gladness, and the earth 
shall tremble with joy ; 

23 And the general assembly of the 
ohurch of the first-born shall come 
down out of heaven, and possess the 
earth, and shall have place until the 
end come. And this is mine ever¬ 
lasting covenant, whioh I made with 
thy father Enoch. 

24 And the bow shall be in the 
oloud, and I will establish my cove¬ 
nant unto thee, which I have made 
between me and thoe, for every living 
creature of all flesh that shall hs 
upon Lhe earth. 

25 And God said unto Noah, This is 
the token of thecovenant which 1 have 
established between me and thee, for 
all flesh that shall be upon the earth. 

26 And the sons of Noah that went 
forth of the ark, were Shcm, and 
Ham, and Japheth ; and Ham was 
the father of Canaan. These were 
the three sons of Noah, and of them 
was the whole earth overspread. 

27 And Noah began to till the earth, 
and ho was an husbandman ; and he 
planted a vineyard, and he drank of 
tho wine, and was drunken ; and he 
was uncovered within his tent; 

28 And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw tho nakedness of his father, and 
told his breLhren without; and Shorn 
and Japheth, took a garment and 
laid upon both their shoulders, and 
wont backward and covered the 
nakedness of their father, and they 
saw not their father's nakedness. 

29 And Noah awoke from his wine, 
and know what his youngest son had 
done unto him, and he said, Cursed 
bo Canaan; a servant of servants 
shall he bo unto his brethreu. 

30 And ho said, Blessed be the Lord 
God of Shcm ; and Canaan shall be 
his serv&Dt, and a veil of darkness 
shall cover him, that he shall be 
known among all men. 

31 God shall enlarge Japheth, and 
he shall dwell in the tents of Shorn; 
and Canaan shall bo his servant. 

32 And Noah lived after tho flood, 
throe hundred and fifty years. And 
nil the days of Noah were nine hun¬ 
dred and fifty years; and ho died. 

CHAPTER X. 

Genealogy of the ton* qf Noah. 

N OW these wore the generations 
of the sons of Noah; Shorn, 
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Hr m. ;m<l Japheth , and anto them 
were son9 born after the flood. 

2 The sons of Japheth; Gomer, and 
Magog, Madai, and Javan, and Tu¬ 
bal, and M esc he oh, and Tiras. 

3 And these are the sons of Gomer; 
Ashkcnae, and Riphath, and To- 
garmah. And the sons of Javan ; 
Eliehah, and Tarshish, Kittim, and 
Dodanim. By these were the isles 
of the Gentiles divided in their lands; 
every one after the same tongue, after 
their families, in their nations. 

4 And the sons of Ham ; Cush, and 
Mizraitn, and Phut, and Canaan. 
And the eons of Cush; Seba, and 
Havilah, and Sabtah, and Raamah, 
and Sabtccha. And the sons of 
Raamah ; Sheba, and Dedan. 

5 And Cush begat Nimrod ; he be¬ 
gan to be a mighty one in the earth. 
He was a mighty hunter in the land. 
Wherefore, it is said; Even as Nim¬ 
rod, the mighty hunter in the land. 

6 And he bogan a kingdom, and the 
beginning of his kingdom was Babel, 
and Ercch, and Accad, and Calneh, 
in the land of Shinar. 

7 Out of that land went forth As- 
shur, and builded Nineveh, and the 
city Rehoboth, and Calah, and Resen 
between Nineveh and Calah; the 
same was a groat city. 

8 And Mizraitn begat Ludim, and 
Anamim, and Lchnbiin, and Naphtu- 
him, and Pathrusim, and Casluhim, 
out of whom came Philistira and 
Caphtorim. 

9 And Canaan begat Sidon, his 
first-born, and Ucth, and the Jehu- 
site, and the Amorito, and Girgashite, 
and the llivito, and tho Arkite, and 
the Sinite, and the Arvadito, and 
Zemarite, and the Hamathitc; and 
afterward were the families of the 
Canaanitcs spread abroad. 

10 And tho borders of the Canaan- 
itos wore from Sidon, as thou comest 
to Gerar unto Gaza; as thou goost 
unto Sodom and Gomorrah, and Ad- 
mah, and Zoboim, even unto Lasha. 

11 These were tho sons of 11am, 
after their families, after tbo same 
tongne, in their countries, and in their 
nations. 

12 Unto Shem also, which was the 
elder, childron wcr« oorn; and ho 
was the father of Eber, and even to 
him were children boro. 


13 And these are the ohildren of 
Shem; Eber, and Elam, and Asahur, 
and Arpha.xad, and Lud, and Aram. 

14 And these were the children of 
Aram ; Us, and Hu), and Gether, and 
Mash. 

15 And Arphaxed begat Salah, and 
Salah begat Eber. And unto Eber 
wore born two sons; the name of one, 
Peleg, the other Joktan. 

16 And Peleg was a mighty man, 
for in his days was the earth divided. 

17 And Joktan begat Almodad, and 
Sheleph, and Ilazarmavoth, and Je- 
rah, and Iladornm, and Uzal, and 
Dikl&h, and Obal, and Abimacl, and 
Sheba, and Ophar, and llavilah, and 
Jobab; and these were the sons of 
Joktan, 

18 And their dwelling was from 
Mcehft, as thou goest unto Sephar, a 
mount of the cast. 

19 These were tho sons of Shem, 
after their families, after their tongues, 
in their lands, after their nations. 

20 These were the families of the 
sons of Noah, after their generations, 
in tbeir nations; and by theso wore 
the nations divided on the earth, after 
the flood. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Babel built — Language con founded — Gene¬ 
ral ions of Shem—Abram born ; married, 
and goes into Canaan. 

ND the whole earth was of the 
same language, and of the same 
speech. And it came to pass, that 
many journeyed from the cast, and 
as they journeyed from the east, 
they found ft plain in the land of 
Shinar, and dwelt there in the plain 
of Shinar. 

2 And they said one to another, 
Come, go to, let us make brick, and 
burn thorn thoroughly. And they 
had brick for stone, and ttoey bad 
slimo for mortar. 

3 And they said, Como, go to, let ui 
build us a oily, and a tower whose 
top will be high, nigh unto heaven ; 
and let us make us a name, lest wa 
be scattered abroad upon the face of 
tho whole earth. 

4 And the Lord camo down, behold¬ 
ing the oity and tho tower which the 
children of men were building ; 

5 And the Lord said, Behold, the 
tho peoplo are the same, and they al 
have the fame language; and thli 
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tower tboy begin to build, and now, 
nothing will be restrained from them, 
which they have imagined, except I, 
the Lord, confound their language, 
that they may not understand one 
another’s speech. So I, tho Lord, 
will soattcr them abroad from thence, 
upon all the face of the land, and 
unto every quarter of the earth. 

6 And they were confoundod, and 
left off to build the city, and they 
hearkenod not unto the Lord, there¬ 
fore, is the name of it called Babel, 
because the Lord was displeased with 
their works, and did there confound 
the language of all (he earth; and 
from thenco did the Lord scatter 
them abroad upon the face thereof. 

7 And tbeso wore tho generations 
of Shem. And Shem being an hun¬ 
dred years old, begat Arphaxad two 
years after the flood; and Shem lived 
after bo begat Arphaxad Gve hun¬ 
dred years, and begat sous and daugh¬ 
ters. 

3 And Arphaxad lived five and 
thirty years, and begat Salah ; and 
Arphaxad lived after he begat Salah, 
four hundred and three years, aDd 
begat sons and daughters. 

9 And Salab lived thirty years, Hnd 
begat Ebcr; and Salah lived after he 
begat Ebcr four hundred and three 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

10 And Ehor lived four and thirty 
years, and begat Poleg; and Ebcr 
lived after ho begat Pclog four hun¬ 
dred and thirty years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

11 And Pelcg lived thirty years, 
and begat lieu ; and Poleg lived after 
he begat Keu, two hundred and nino 
years, and bogat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

12 And ttou lived two and thirty 
years, and begat Serug; and Ron 
lived after he begat Serug two hun¬ 
dred and seven yoare, and begat sons 
and daughters. 

13 And Serug lived thirty years, 
and begat Nahor: and Sorug lived 
after he begat Nahor two hundred 
years, and begat sons and daugh¬ 
ters. 

1-1 And Nahor lived nino and twenty 
years, and begat Torah ; and Nahor 
lived after ho bogat Terah an hun¬ 
dred and nineteen years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 


16 And Terah lived seventy years, 
and begat Abram, Nahor, and 
Haran. 

16 Now theso wero the generations 
of Terah; Terah begat Abram, Nahor 
and Haran; and Haran begat Lot. 

17 And Haran died before his fa¬ 
ther Terah, in the land of his nati¬ 
vity, in Ur of the Chaldees. 

18 And Abram and Nahor took 
them wives; and the name of Abram’s 
wife was Sarai; and the name of 
Nahor's wife, Milcha, the daughter 
of Haran, the father of Milcha and 
the father of Iscah; but Sarai was 
barren, and she bear no child. 

19 And Terah took Abram his son, 
and Lot the son of Ilaran, his eon's 
son, and Sarai his daughter-in-law, 
his son Abram's wife; and went forth 
with them from Ur of the Chhldecs, 
to go into the laud of Canaan; and 
they came unto Haran, and dwelt 
there. 

20 And the dayB of Terah were two 
hundred and live years; and Torah 
died in Haran. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Gad's command to Abram—He by faith 
obeys—Covenant with Abram—Pharaoh 
pliujued for Sarai 1 s sake. 

OW, the Lord had said unto 
Abram, Get Ihce out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, and 
from thy father’s house, unto a land 
that I will show thee ; 

2 And I will make of thco a great 
nation, and I will bloss Ibeo, and 
make thy name great; and thou 
shalt bo a blessing; and I will bless 
thorn that blcs9 thee, and curse them 
that curse thee; and in thee shall the 
families of the earth bo blessed. 

3 So A brain departed, as the Lord 
had spoken unto niin ; and Lot wont 
with him. And Abram was seventy 
and five years old when he Jeparled 
out of Haran. 

4 And Abram took Sarai, his wife, 
and Lot, his brother's son, and all 
their substance that they had ga- 
tborod, and tho souls that they had 
gotten in Ilaran; and they went forth 
to go into tho land of Canaan; and 
into the land of Canaan they caiuo. 

5 And Abram passed through the 
land unto tho place of Siohcm, and the 
plain of Moron. And the Canaanitei 
were then in the land 
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8 And the Lord appeared unto 
Abram, and said, Unto thy seed will 
I give thta land. And there builded 
he an altar unto the Lord, who ap¬ 
peared unto him. 

7 And he removed from thence unto 
a mountain on the east of Bethel, and 
pitched his tent, leaving Bethel on 
the west, and Ilai was on the east. 
And there he builded &d altar unto 
the Lord, and called upon the name 
of the Lord. And Abram journeyed, 
going on still toward the south. 

8 And there was a famine in the 
land; and Abram went down into 
Egypt to sojourn there; for the 
famine became grievous in the land. 

9 And it came to pass, when ho was 
ootne near to enter into Egypt, that 
he said anto Sarai hie wife. Behold, 
now I know theo to be a fair woman 
to look upon; therefore it shall como 
to pass, when the Egyptians shall 
see thee, that they shall say, This is 
his wife; and Lhoy will kill me, but 
they will save thee alivo; say I pray 
thee unto them, I am his sister; that 
it may be well with me for thy sake; 
and my soul shall live because of 
thoe. 

10 And it came to pasB, that when 
Abram was como into Egypt, the 
Egyptians heheld tho woman, that 
sho was very fair. 

11 The princes also of Pharaoh saw 
her, and commanded her to bo brought 
before Pharaoh; and the woman was 
taken into Pharaoh’s house. 

12 And he entreated Abram well for 
her sake; and he had sheep, and 
oxen, and ho assos, and men servants, 
and maid sorvants, and sho asses, 
and oamels. 

13 And the Lord plaguod Pharaoh 
and his house with great plagues, be¬ 
cause of Sarai, Abram’s wife. 

14 And Pharaoh CAllcd Abram, and 
said, What hast thou done unto mo 
in this thing? Why didst thou not 
toll me that she was thy wife? W..y 
saidst thou, Sho is my sister ? so I 
might have taken her unto tne to 
wife; now therefore, heboid I say 
unto thco, Tako thy wife and go thy 
way. 

16 And Pharaoh commanded men 
concerning him; and they sent him 
away, and his wifo, and all that he 
had. 


CnAPTER xm. 

Abram journeyt out of Egypt—Separation 

of Abram and Lot , with their tuostcaice — 

Abram dwells in Afamre, Lot in Uie plain 

toward Sodom. 

ND Abram went up out of Egypt, 
he, and his wifo, and all that he 
had, and Lot with him, unto the south. 
And Abram was very rich in cattle, 
in silver, and in gold. 

2 And he went on his journey from 
tho south, even to Bethel, unto the 

lace where bis tent had been at the 
eginning, between Bethel and Iloi; 
unto the plaoe of the altar, which ho 
had made thero at the first; and there 
Abram called on the name ol' the 
Lord. 

3 And Lot also, which went with 
Abram, had Hocks, and herds, and 
tents. 

4 And the land was not able to ben? 
thorn,that they might dwell together; 
for their substance was great, so that 
they could not dwell together. And 
there was a strifo between the herd 
men of Abram's cattle, and the herd- 
men of Lot’s cattle, that they could 
not dwell together. 

5 And the Canaanite, and the Pcr- 
rizzite dwelled then in the land. 

6 And Abram said unto Lot, Let 
thore be no strife, I pray thee, be¬ 
tween me and thee, and between iny 
herdmen and thy herdraen; fur we 
are brethren. 

7 Is not the whole land before thee ? 
Separate thyself, I pray thee, from 
me; if thou go to the loft hand, then 
I will go to the right; if thou go to the 
right hand, then l will go to tho left 

S And Lot lifted up his eyes, mu' 
behold all the plain of Jordan, Ilia 
it was well watored everywhere, ho 
fore tho Lord destroyed Sodom am 
Gomorrah, like as the garden of lb 
Lord, like the land of Egypt. 

9 Then Lot chose him all the plal 
of Jordan; and Lot journeyed cast 
and they separated themselves lb; 
one from the other. 

10 Abram dwelled in the land c 
Canaan, and Lot dwelled in the oitii 
of the plain, and pitched his tent t- 
ward Sodom. 

11 But tho men of Sodom bccomii 
sinners, and exceedingly wickod b' 
fore the Lord, the Lord was »ng, 
with thorn. 
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13 And the Lord said unto Abram, 
after that Lot was separated from 
him. Lift up now thine eyes, and look 
from the place where thou art, north¬ 
ward, ana southward, and eastward, 
and westward; 

13 And remember the covenant 
whioh I make with thee; for it Bhall 
be an everlasting covenant; and thou 
shalt remember the days of Enoch 
thy father; 

14 For all the land which thou 
aeost, will I give thee, and to thy 
Beed for ever; and I will mako thy 
seed as the dust of the earth; so that 
if a man can number the dust of the 
earth, thy seed shall also be num¬ 
bered. 

15 Arise, walk through the land in 
the length of it, and in the breadth of 
it, for I will give it unto theo. Then 
Abram removed his tent, and came 
and dwelt in tko plain of Mamre, 
which was in Hebron, and built there 
an altar unto the Lord. 

CIIAPTEn XIV. 

Utlchistdek blesses Abram , and gives him 
bread and wine—Lot taken captive, is res¬ 
cued by Abranv—Thc priesthood—Abram 
pays tithes to Afelchisedek, keeper of the 
LartTs storehouse. 

ND it came to pass, in the days 
of Amrnphol king of Shinnr, 
and Arioch king of Ellasar, and Chc- 
dcrlaoroer king of Elam, and Tidal 
king of nations; 

2 That these kings made war with 
Bora king of Sodom, and with Bcrsha 
king of Gomorrah, Shinab king of 
Admah, and Sbemeker king of Zoboi- 
im, and the king of Bela, which is 
Zoar. 

3 All these were joined together in 
the vale of Siddiin, whioh is the salt 

sea; 

4 Twelvo years they served Cheder- 
laomer, and in the thirteenth year 
thoy robollud. 

5 And in tbe fourteenth year oame 
Chederlaomer. and the kings that 
woro with him, and smote the Re-' 
phniins in Ashtcroth Karnnim, and 
the Zuzitns in flam, and the Etnims in 
Shaveh Kiriathaim, and tho Horitcs 
in their mount Soir, unto Elparan, 
which was by the wilderness. 

6 And they returned and came to 
Enmishpat, whioh is Kadesh, and 
smote all the country of the Amalek- 


itea, and also the Amorites, In Hace- 
contamar. 

7 And there went out the king of 
Sodom, and the king of Gomorrah, 
and the king of Admah, and the king 
of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela, 
which is Zoar; 

8 And they joined battle with them 
in the vale of Siddim; with Cheder¬ 
laomer king of Elam, and with Tidal 
king of nations, and Amraphel king 
of Shinar, and Ariooh king of Ella- 
ear; four kings with five. 

9 And the vale of Siddim was filled 
with slime pits; and the kingB of 
Sodom and Gomorrah fled and fell 
there; and they that remained fled to 
the mountain whioh was called Hana- 
bal. 

10 And thoy took all the goods of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and all thoir 
victuals, and went thoir way. 

11 And they took Lot, Abram's 
brother’s son, who dwelt in Sodom, 
and his goods aud departed. 

12 And there oame one that had 
escaped, and told Abram the llobrew, 
tho man of God, for he dwelt in the 
plain of Mamre the Amorite, brother 
of Eschol, and brother of Ener; and 
these were confederate with Abram. 

13 And when Abram heard that 
Lot, his brother’s son, was taken cap¬ 
tive, ho armed his trained men, and 
they which were born in his own 
house, three hundred and eighteen, 
and pursued unto Dan. 

14 And he divided himself against 
them, he and his men, by night, and 
smote them, and pursued them unto 
Ilobah, which was on the left hand 
of Damascus. 

15 And he bronght haok Lot, hia 
brother’s son, and all his goods, and 
the women also, and the people. 

16 And the king of Sodom also went 
out to meet him after his return from 
the slaughter of Chederlaomer, and 
of tho kings that were with him, at 
the valley of Shareh, whioh was the 
king’s dale. 

17 And Mechlsedok, king of Salem, 
brought forth bread and wine; and 
he hreak bread and blest it; and he 
hlest the wine, he heing the priest of 
the most high God, 

18 And he gave to Abram, and he 
blessed him, and said, Blessed Abram, 
thou art a man of the most high 
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0 And the Lord appuared unto 
Abram, and said, Unto thy seed will 
I give this land. And there builded 
he an altar unto the Lord, who ap¬ 
peared unto him. 

7 And he removed from thence unto 
a mountain on the east of Bethel, and 
pitched his tent, leaving Bethel on 
the west, and Ilai was on the east.

his wifo; and they will kill me, but 
they will save thee alivo; say I pray 
thee unto them, I am his sister; that 
it may be well with me for thy sake;

ND Abram went up out of Egypt, 
he, and his wifo, and all that he 
had, and Lot with him, unto the south.

unto the place of the altar, which he 
had made there at the first; and there 
Abram called on the name of the 
Lord. 

3 And Lot also, which went with 
Abram, had docks, and herds, and 
tents. 

4 And the land was not able to bear 
them, that they might dwell together; 
for their substance was great, so that 
they could not dwell together. And 
there was a strifo between the herd- 
men of Abram’s cattle, and the herd- 
men of Lot’s cattle, that they could 
not dwell together. 

5 And tho Canaanite, and the Per- 
riziite dwelled then in the land. 

6 And Abram said unto Lot, Lot 
thore be no strife, I pray thee, be- 
tweon me and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herdmen; for we 
are brethren. 

7 Is not the whole land before thee ? 
Separate thyself, I pray tbee, from 
mo; if thou go to the loft hand, then 

1 I will go to the right; if thou go to tho 
right hand, then l will go to the left. 

S And Lot lifted np his eyes, and 
behold all the plain of Jordan, that 
it was well watered evcrywhorc, bo- 
fore tho Lord destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah, like as the garden of the 
Lord, like the land of Egypt. 

9 Then Lot chose him all the plain 
of Jordan; and Lot journeyed east; 
and thoy separated themselves the 
one from the other. 

10 Abram dwelled in tho land of 
Canaan, and Lot dwelled in the cities 
of the plain, aud pitched his toot to¬ 
ward Sodom. 

11 But tho men of Sodom becoming 
sinners, and exceedingly wickod be¬ 
fore the Lord, the Lord was angry 
with thorn. 
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12 And the Lord said onto Abram, 
after that Lot was separated from 
him, Lift up now thine eyes, and look 
from the place where thou art, north¬ 
ward, ana southward, and eastward, 
and westward; 

13 And remember the covenant 
wbioh 1 make with thee; for it shall 
he an everlasting covenant; and thou 
shalt remember the days of Enoch 
thy father; 

14 For all the land which thoo 
seost, will I give thee, and to thy 
seed for ever; and I will make thy 
seed as the dust of the earth; so that 
if a man can number the dust of the 
earth, thy teed shall also bo num¬ 
bered. 

15 Arise, walk through the land in 
the length of it, and in the breadth of 
it, for I will givo it unto thee. Then 
Abram removed his tent, and came 
and dwelt in the plain of Mamre, 
whioh was in Hebron, and built there 
an altar unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Udchisedek blesses Abram , and gives him 
bread and wine—Lot taken captive t is res¬ 
cued by A hr am — The priesthood—Abram 
page tithes to Melchisedek, keeper of the 
Lord's storehouse. 

ND it came to pass, in tho days 
of Amraphol king of Shinar, 
and Arioch king of Ellasar, and Cho- 
derlaomer king of Elam, and Tidal 
king of nations; 

2 That these kings made war with 
Bera king of Sodom, aud with Bershn 
king of Gomorrah, Shinab king of 
Admah, and Shemober king of Zcboi- 
im, and the king of Bela, which is 
Zoar. 

3 All these wore joined together in 
the valo of Siddim, which is tho salt 

sea; 

4 Twelvo years they served Cheder- 
laomer, and in the thirteenth year 
tboy rebelled. 

5 And in the fourteenth year oarao 
Chcdorlaomer, and the kings that 
were with him, and smote the Re- 
phairns in Ashlcroth Kornaim, and 
the Zuzirns in Ham, and the Emims in 
Sbaveh Kiriathaim, and tho Iloritos 
in their mount Soir, unto Elparan, 
which was by the wilderness. 

5 And they returned and oame to 
Enmishpat, whioh is Kadesh, and 
smote all the country of the Amatek- 


itea, and also the Amorites, Id Hase- 
contamar. 

7 And there went out the king of 
Sodom, and the king of Gomorrah, 
and the king of Admah, and the king 
of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela, 
which is Zoar; 

8 And they joined battle with them 
in the vale of Siddim; with Cbcder- 
laomer king of Elam, and with Tidal 
king of nations, and Amraphe] king 
of Shinar, and Ariooh king of Ella¬ 
sar; four kings with five. 

9 And the vale of Siddim was filled 
with slime pits; and the kings of 
Sodom and Gomorrah fled and fell 
there; and they that remained fled to 
the mountain which was called Ilana- 
bal. 

10 And they took all the goods of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and all thoir 
victuals, and went thoir way. 

11 And they took Lot, Abram’s 
brother’s son, who dwelt io Sodom, 
and his goods aud departed. 

12 And there oame one that had 
escaped, and told Abram the Hebrew, 
the man of God, for he dwelt in the 
plain of Mamre the Amorite, brother 
of Eschol, and brothor of Ener; and 
these were confederate with Abram. 

13 And when Abram heard that 
Lot, his brother’s son, was taken cap¬ 
tive, ho armed his trained men, and 
they which were born in his own 
house, three hundred and eighteen, 
and pursuod unto Dan. 

14 And ho divided himself against 
them, he and his men, by night, and 
smote them, and pursued them onto 
Ilobah, which was on the left hand 
of Damascus. 

15 And he brought back Lot, his 
brother’s son, and all his goods, and 
the women also, and the people. 

16 And Lhe king of Sodom also went 
out to meet him after his retnrn from 
the slaughter of Chederlaomer, and 
of tho kings that were with him, at 
the valley of Shaveh, whioh was the 
king's dale. 

17 And Meohieedok, king of Salem, 
brought forth bread and wine; and 
he break bread and blest it; and he 
hlest the wine, he being the priest of 
the most high God, 

18 And he gave to Abram, and he 
blessed him, and said. Blessed Abram, 
thon art a man of the most high 
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God, possessor of heaven and of earth; 

19 And blessed is the name of the 
most high God, which hath delivered 
thine enemies into thine hand. 

20 And Abram gave him tithes of 
all he had taken. 

21 And the king of Sodom said to 
Abram, Give me the persons, and take 
the goods to thyself. 

22 And Abram said to the king of 
Sodom, I have lifted up my hand 
unto the Lord, the most high God, 
the possessor of heaven and earth. 

23 And have sworn that I will not 
Lake of thee from a thread even to a 
shoe-latchet, and that I will not take 
anything that is thine, (lest thou 
shouldst say, I have made Abram 
rich;) 

24 Save only that which the young 
men have eaten, and the portion of 
the men which went with me, Ener, 
Eechol, and Mamre; let them take 
thoir portion. 

25 And Melchisedck lifted up his 
voice and blessed Abram. 

26 Now Melchisedek was a man of 
faith, who wrought righteousness; 
and when a child he feared God, and 
stopped the mouths of lions, and 
quenched Lhe violence of fire. 

27 And thus, having been approved 
of God, he was ordained an high 
priest after the order of the covenant 
which God made with Euoch, 

28 It being after the order of the 
Son of God; which order came, not 
by man, nor the will of man ; neither 
by father nor mother; neither by be¬ 
ginning of days nor end of years; 
but of God; 

29 And it was delivered unto men 
by the calling of bis own voice, ac¬ 
cording to his own will, unto as many 
m believed on his name. 

30 For God having sworu unto 
Enoch and unto his seed with an 
oath by himself; that every one 
being ordained after this order and 
oalling should have power, by faith, 
to break mountains, to divide the 
seas, to dry up waters, to turn them 
out of their course; 

31 To put at defiance the armies of 
nations, to divide the earth, to break 
every band, to stand in tho presence 
of God ; to do all things according to 
his will, according to his command, 
subdue prinoipaUlieB and powers; 


and this by the will of the 6on of 
God whioh was from before the foun¬ 
dation of the world. 

32 And men having this faith, com¬ 
ing up unto this order of God, were 
translated and taken up into heaven. 

33 And now, Melchisedek was a 
priest of this order; therefore he 
obtained peace in Salem, and was 
called the Prince of peace. 

34 And his people wrought right¬ 
eousness, and obtained heaven, and 
sought for the city of Enoch which 
God bad before taken, separating it 
from the earth, having reserved it 
unto the latter days, or the end of the 
world; 

35 And hath said, and sworn with 
an oath, that the heavens and the 
earth should come together; and the 
sons of God should be tried so as by 
fire. 

36 And this Melchisedek, having 
thus established righteousness, was 
called the king of heaven by his 
people, or, in other words, the King 
of peace. 

37 And he lifted up his voice, and 
he blessed Abram, being the high 
priest, and the keeper of the store¬ 
house of God; 

38 Him whom God had appointed 
to receive tithes for the poor. 

39 Wherefore, Abram paid unto him 
tithes of all that he had, of all the 
riches which he possessed, which God 
had given him more than that which 
he bad need. 

40 And it came to pass, that God 
blessed Abram, and gave unto him 
riches, and honor, and lands for an 
everlasting possession ; according to 
the covenant which be had made, and 
according to tho blcssiug wherewith 
Melchisedek had blessed him. 

CHAPTER XV. 

God cfmauinls with AWam — Abram's vision 
— 7 he captivity foretold. 

ND it came to pass, that after 
these things, the word of the 
Lord came unto Abram in a vision, 
saying; 

2 Fear not, Abram ; I will be thy 
shield ; I will he thy exceeding great 
reward. And according to the bless¬ 
ings of my servant, I will give unto 
thee. 

3 And Abram said, Lord God, what 
wilt tLf.ii give mo, seeing I go ohild- 
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lean, and Eleator of Damasons was 
made steward of mj house ? 

4 And Abram Baid, Behold, to me 
thou hast given no Beed; and Io, one 
born in my housois mine heir. 

5 And behold, the word of the Lord 
oamo unto him again, saying, 

fl This shall not be tbiuo heir; but 
he that shall come forth out of thino 
own bowels shall bo thine heir. 

7 And he brought him forth abroad, 
and he eaid, Look now toward hea¬ 
ven, and tell the stars, if thou be able 
to number them. 

B And ho said unto him, So shall 
thy seed be. 

6 And Abram said, Lord God, how 
wilt thou give me this land for an 
everlasting inheritance? 

10 And the Lord said, Though thou 
wast dead, yet am I not able to give 
it thee ? 

11 And if thou shalt dio, jot thou 
shalt possess it, for the day cometh, 
that the Son of Man shall live; but 
how can he livo if he ho not dead ? 
he must first bo quickenod. 

12 And it came to pass, that Abmm 
looked forth and saw the days of the 
Son of Man, and was glad, and his 
soul found rest, and ha believed in 
the Lord; and Lhe Lord counted it 
unto him for righteousness. 

13 And the Lord said unto him, T, 
tbo Lord, brought thee out of Hr, of 
the Chaldees, to give thco this land 
to inherit it. 

14 And Abram said, Lord, whereby 
shall I know that I shall inherit it? 
yet he bcliovod God. Ami tbo Lord 
said unto him, Take me a heifer of 
three years old, and a she gout of 
three years old, and a ram of three 
ycArs old, and a turtle-dove, and a 
young pigeon. 

15 And he took unto him all theso, 
and he divided them in the midst, 
and ho laid euoh piece one against 
the other; but the birds divided ho 
not. 

10 And when the fowls oame down 
upon the oareassos, Abram drove 
them away. And when the sun was 
going down, a deep sleep fell upon 
Abram ; and, lo, a groat horror of 
darkness foil upon him. 

17 And (ho Lord spake, and he said 
unto Abram, Know of a surety that 
thy seed shall be a stranger in a 
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land which shall not be theirs, and 
shall serve strangers; and they shall 
bo afflicted, and serve them four hun¬ 
dred years; and also that nation 
whom they shall serve will I judgeJ 
and afterwards shall thoy come oat 
with great substanco. 

18 And thou shalt dio, and go to 
thy fathers in peace; thou shalt be 
buried in a good old age. 

19 But in the fourth generation thoy 
shall coiue hither again ; for tho ini¬ 
quity of tbo Aiuorites is not yet full. 

20 And it came to pass, that when 
the sun went down, and it was dark, 
behold, a smoking furnace, and a 
burning lamp which passed between 
those pieces which Abram had di¬ 
vided. 

21 And in that same day the Lord 
made a covenant with Abram, saying, 
Unto thy seod have I given this land, 
from the river of Egypt unto the 
great river Euphrates; 

22 Tho Kenitcs, and the Kcnazitea, 
and the Kadmonites, and Oittites, 
and the Perizzitcs, and the Rcphaima, 
and the Aiuorites, and the Canaanites, 
and tbo Girgashitos, and the Jebu- 
sitos. 

CHAPTER XVL 

Sarai 1 s gift to Abram — God does not ao- 

knowledge llagar as Abram's vrife—lih- 

rruwi born—Sarai is promised a child. 

OW Sarai, Abram’s wife, bare 
l)iiu no children. And she had 
a handmaid, an Egyptian, whose 
name was llagar. 

2 And Sarai said unto Abram, Be¬ 
hold, now, the Lord hath restrained 
me from bearing; I pray thee go in 
unto my maid; it may be that I may 
obtain children by her. And Abram 
hearkened unto the voice of Sarai. 

3 And Sarai, Abram’s wifo, took 
llagar hor maid, tho Egyptian, after 
Abram had dwelt ten years in the 
land of Canaan, and gave her to her 
husband, Abrain, to ho his wife. 

4 And he went in unto Hagar, and 
she oonceived; and when she saw 
that she bad conceived, her mistress 
was despised in her eyes. 

5 And Sarai said unto Abram, My 
wrong is upon thee; I have given my 
maid into thy bosom; and when she 
saw that she had oonoeivod, I was 
despised in hor eyos ; the Lord judge 
betweoD me and thee. 
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0 But Abram said unto Sarai, Be¬ 
hold, thy maid is in thy hands; do 
to her as it pleaseth thee. 

7 And when Sarai dealt hardly with 
her, she fled from her face. 

8 And an angel of the Lord found 
her by a fountain of water in the 
wilderness, by the fountain in the 
way to Shur. 

9 And he said, Hagar, Sarai’s maid, 
whence comest thou, and whilhcr wilt 
thou go? and she said, I flee from 
the face of my mistress Sarai. 

10 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, Return to thy mistress, and 
submit thyself unto her hands. 

11 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, The Lord will multiply thy 
seed exceedingly, so that it shall not 
be numbered for multitude. 

12 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto her, Behold, thou art with child, 
and shalt bear a son, and shall call 
his name Ishmael: because the Lord 
hath heard thy afflictions. 

13 And ho will be a wild man : and 
his hand will be against every man, 
and every man’s hand against him; 
and he shall dwell in the presence of 
all his brethren. 

14 And she oalled the name of the 
angel of the Lord. 

15 And he spake nnto her, say¬ 
ing, Knowest thou that God secst 
thee ? 

10 And she said, I know that God 
seest me, for I have also here looked 
after him. 

17 And there wag a well between 
Kadesh and Bered, near where Ha- 
gar saw the angel. 

18 And the name of the angel was 
Beer-la-hai-roi; wherefore the well 
was called Becr-la-hai-roi, for a 
memorial. 

19 And Hagar bear Abram a son : 
and Abram called his son’s name, 
which Hagar bear, Isbmacl. 

20 And Abram was four-score and 
six years old, when Ilagar bare Ish¬ 
mael to Abram. 

CITAPTER XVn. 

Abram's new name — Circumcision instituted. 
ND when Abram was ninety and 
nine years old, the Lord ap- 

E eared to Abram, and sai<l unto him, 
, the Almighty God, give unto thee 
a oommandment that thou shalt walk 
uprightly before me. and be porfeot. 


2 And I will make my covenant be¬ 
tween me and thee, and I will multi¬ 
ply thee exceedingly. 

3 And it came to pass, that Abram 
foil on his face, and called upon the 
name of the Lord. 

4 And God talked with him, saying, 
My people have gone astray from my 
precepts, and have not kept mine or¬ 
dinances, which I gave unto their 
fathers ; 

5 And they have not observed mine 
anointing, and the burial, or baptism 
wherewith I commanded them ; 

6 But have turned from the com¬ 
mandment, and taken nnto them¬ 
selves the washing of children, and 
the blood of sprinkling ; 

7 And have said that the blood of 
the righteous Abel was shed for sins ; 
and have not known wherein they are 
accountable before me. 

8 But as for thee, behold, I will 
make jny covennat with thee, and 
thou shalt be a father of many na¬ 
tions. 

9 And this covenant I make, that 
thy children may be known among 
all nations. Neither shall thy name 
any more be oalled Abram, but thv 
name shall be called Abraham ; for, 
a father of many nations have I made 
thee. 

ID And I will make thee exceed¬ 
ingly fruitful, and I will make na¬ 
tions of thee, and kings shall come 
of thee, and of thy seed. 

11 And I will establish a covenant 
of circumcision with thee, and it 
shall he my covenant between me 
and thee, and thy seed after thee, in 
their generations; that thou mayest 
know for ever that children are not 
accountable before me until they are 
eight Tears old. 

12 And thou shalt observe to keep 
all my covenants wherein I cove¬ 
nanted with thy fathers: and thou 
shalt keep the commandments which 
I have given thee with mine own 
mouth, and I will be a God unto thee 
aud thy seed after thee. 

13 Aud I will give unto thee and 
thy seed after thee, a land wherein 
thou art a stranger; all the land of 
Canaan, for an everlasting posses¬ 
sion : and I will be their God. 

14 And God said nnto Abraham, 
Therefore thou shalt keep my oove- 
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naut, thou and thy Boed after thee, 
in their generations. 

15 And this shall ho iny covenant 
which ye shall keep between mo and 
iliee and thy seed after thee; every 
man child among you shall he cir- 
onmoised. 

16 And ye shall circumcise the flesh 
of your foreskin; Rod it shall he a 
token of the oovenaut betwixt me 
and yon. 

17 And he that is eight days old 
shall be circumcised among you, 
every mao child in your generations; 

18 He that is born in the house, or 
bought with money of auy stranger, 
which is not of thy seed, 

19 lie that is born in thy house, and 
he that is bought with thy money, 
must needs be circumcised, and my 
covenant shall bo in your flesh for an 
everlasting covenant. 

20 And the uncircumciscd man 
child, whoso flesh of his foreskin is 
not circumcised, that soul shall be 
cut off from his people, he hath 
broken my covenant. 

21 And God said unto Abraham, as 
for Sarai thy wife, thou shall not call 
her name Sarai, but Sarah thou shalt 
cal) her name. 

22 And I will bless her, and I will 
give thee a son of her ; yen, I will 
bless her, and she shall be blessed, 
Tho mother of nations; kings and 
people shall be of her. 

23 Then Abraham fell on his face 
Qnd rejoicod, and said in his heart, 
There shall a child be born unto him 
that is an hundred years old, and 
Sarah that is ninety years old shall 
boar. 

24 AndAbrnbain said unto God, Oh 
that Ishmacl might live uprightly 
before thee! 

25 And God said, Sarah thy wife 
shall bare thee a son, and thou shalt 
call his name Isaac; and I will 
establish my covenant with him also, 
for an everlasting covenant with his 
need after him. 

26 And ns for Ishuiael, I have heard 
thee; Behold, I have blessed him, 
and will make him fruitful, and will 
multiply him exceedingly; 

27 Twelve princes shall he beget, 
and I will make him a great .nation. 

28 But my covenant will I establish 
*rith Isaac, whom Sarah shall boar 
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unto thee at this set time in tbo noxt 
year. 

29 And ho left off talking with him ; 
and God went up from Abraham. 

do And Abraham took Ishmael his 
son, and all that were horn in his 
house, and all that were bought with 
his money, every male among the 
men of Abraham's house; and cir¬ 
cumcised the flesh of their foreskin 
in the self-same day, as God had said 
unto him. 

31 And Abraham was ninety and 
nine years old when he was circum¬ 
cised in the flesh of his foreskin. 

32 And Ishmael was thirteen years 
old when he was circumcised in the 
flesh of his foreskin. 

33 In the self-same day Abraham 
was circumcised, and Ishmael his 
son; and all the men of his house, 
which were horn in his house, and 
bought with money of strangers, 
were also circumcised with him. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

The Lord appears to Abraham — Lot being 
warned of God, flees. 

ND the Lord appeared unto 
Abraham in the plains of Matnre. 
And ho sat in his tent door in the 
heat of the day ; 

2 And he lifted up his eyes and 
looked, and lo, three men stood by 
him ; and when he saw, he ran to 
meet them from his tent door, and 
bowed himself toward the ground, 
and said; 

3 My brethren, if now I have found 
favour in your sight, pass not away I 
pray you from thy servant. 

4 Let a little water I pray you be 
fetched, and wash your feet, and rest 
yourselves under the tree, and I will 

| fetch a morsel of bread, and comfort 
ye your hearts ; after that you shall 
pass on ; for therefore are ye come to 
your servant. And they said. So do, 
as thou hast said. 

5 And Abraham hastened into the 
tent unto Sarah, and said, Make 
ready quickly three measures of fine 
meal, knead, and make cakes upon 
the hearth. 

6 And Abraham ran nnto the herd, 
and fetched a oRlf, tender and good, 
and gavo it unto a young man, and 
he hasted to dress it. 

7 And he took butter and milk, and 
the calf which he bad dressed, and 
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bcL them beiore Lbem, and he stood by 
them under the tree, and they did cat. 

S And they said unto him, Where iB 
Sarah thy wife? And he said, Be¬ 
hold, in the tent. 

9 And one of them blessed Abraham, 
and he said, I will certainly return 
unto Ihcc from my journey, and lo, 
according to the time of life, Sarah 
thy wife shall have a son. 

10 And Sarah heard him, in the 
tent door. 

11 And now Abraham and Sarah 
being old, and stricken in age ; there¬ 
fore it had ceased to be with Sarah 
after the manner of women ; 

12 Therefore Sarah laughed within 
herself, saying, After I have waxed 
old shall I have pleasure, my lord 
being old also ? 

13 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Abraham, Wherefore did Sarah 
laugh, saying, Shall I of a surety 
bear a child, which am old? Is any¬ 
thing too hard for the Lord ? 

14 At the lime appointed, behold, I 
will return unto thee from my journey, 
which the Lord hath sent me; and 
according to the time of life thou 
mayost know that Sarah shall have a 
son. 

15 Then Sarah deuied, saying, I 
laughed not; for she was afraid. And 
he said, Nay, but thou didst laugh. 

16 And the angels rose up from 
thence, and looked toward Sodom ; 
and Abraham went with them to 
bring them on the way. 

17 And the angel of the Lord, said, 
Shall I hide from Abraham that ihiug 
which tho Lord will do for bim ; 
Becing that Abraham shull surely be¬ 
come a great and mighty nation, and 
all the nations of the earth shall be 
blessed in him ? 

16 For I know him, that ho will 
command bis children, and his house¬ 
hold after him, and they shall keep 
the way of the Lord, to do justice and 
judgment, that the Lord may bring 
upon Abraham that which he has 
spoken of him. 

19 And the angel of tho Lord said 
onto Abraham, The Lord said unto 
os. Because the cry of Sodom and 
Gomorrah is great, and because their 
sin is very griovous, I will destroy 
them. 

20 And I will send you, and yo shall 


go down now, and eee that then 
iniquities are rewarded unto them. 

21 And ye shall have all things 
done altogether according to the cry 
of it, which is come unto me. 

22 And if yo do it not, it shall be 
upon your heads; for I will destroy 
them, and you shall know Lhat I will 
do it, for it shall bo before your eyes. 

23 And the angels which were holy 
men, and were sent forth after the 
order of God, turned their faces from 
thence and went toward Sodom. 

24 But Abraham stood yet before 
the Lord, remembering the things 
which had been told him. 

25 And Abraham drew near lo 
Sodom, and said unto the Lord, calling 
upon his name, saying, Wilt thon de¬ 
stroy the righteous with the wicked? 
W r ilt thou not spare them? 

26 Pcradventurc there may be fifty 
righteous within the city, wilt thou 
also destroy and not spare the place 
for the fifty righteous that may be 
therein ? 

27 0 may that be far from thee to 
do after this manner, to slay the 
righteous with the wicked ; and that 
the righteous should be as the wicked. 

28 0 God, may that be far from 
thee, for shall not tho Judge of all 
the earth do right ? 

29 And the Lord said unto Abraham, 
If thou findest in Sodom, fifty right¬ 
eous within the city, theu I will spare 
all the place for their sakes. 

30 And Abraham answered and 
said, Behold, now, 1 have taken upon 
me to speak unto the Lord, which is 
able to destroy the city, and lay oil 
the people in dust and ashes; 

31 Will the Lord spare them per- 
adventure there lack five of the nfty 
righteous; wilt thou destroy all the 
city for their wickedness, if I find 
there forty and five righteous? 

32 And he said, I wilt not destroy, 
but spare them. 

33 And he spake unto him again, 
and said, Peradvonture there should 
be forty found thore? 

34 And he said, I will not destroy 
it for forty’s sake. 

35 And he said again onto tho Lord, 
0, let not the Lord be angry, and I 
will speak ; Peradventure there shall 
thirty be found there ? 

36 And he said, I will not destroy 
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hero if thou shall God thirty there. 

37 And he said, Dchold now, I have 
taken upon me to apeak unto the 
Lord ; wilt thou destroy thorn if per- 
adventure there shall twenty be found 
thoro ? 

38 And he Baid, I will not destroy 
them for twenty’s sake. 

30 And Abraham said unto the 
Lord, 0, let not the Lord be angry, 
and t will speak yet but this once, 
peradvonturo ten shall be found there? 

40 And the Lord said, I will not 
destroy them for ton’s sake. And 
Lhe Lord ceased speaking with Abra¬ 
ham. 

41 And as soon as he had left com¬ 
muning with the Lord, Abraham 
wen! his way. 

42 And it came to pass that Abra¬ 
ham returned unto his tent. 

CIlAPTKIl XIX. 

Overthrow of Sodom and Gomorroh — Lot's 

inttgrity — Mercy q f God — Lot's Jlight — 

Lot’s wifi perished — Iniquity of Lot's 

daughters. 

ND it came to pass, that there 
eame throo angels to Sodom in 
the evening; and Lot sat in the door 
of his bouse, in tbc city of Sodom. 

2 And Lot, seeing the angels, rose 
up to meet them; and ho bowed him¬ 
self with his face toward tho ground; 

3 And he Baid, Behold now, my 
lords, turn in, I pray you, into your 
servant's house, and tarry all night, 
and wash your feet, and ye shall rise 
up early, and go on your ways. 

4 And they said. Nay ; but we will 
abido in the street all night. 

5 And he pressed upon them greatly; 
and they turned iu unto him, and 
entered into his house ; and ho niado 
thorn a feast, and did bake unlea¬ 
vened bread, and they did eat. 

0 But before they lay down to rest, 
the men of the oity of Sodom com- 
passod the bouse round, even men 
which were both old and young, 
evon the people from every quarter; 

7 And they called unto Lot, and 
said unto him, Whero are the men 
which camo in unto theo this night? 
bring them out unto us, that we may 
know thorn. 

8 And Lot went out of the door, 
onto them, and shut tho door after 
him, aDd said, I pray you, brethren, 
do not so wickedly. 

9 And they said unto him. Stand 
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back. And they were angry with 
him. 

10 And they said among them¬ 
selves, This one man came in to 
sojourn among us, and he will needs 
now make himself to be a judge; 
now wo will deal worse with him 
than with them. 

11 Wherefore they said unto the 
man. We will have the men, and thy 
daughters also; and we will do with 
thorn aB seemeth us good. 

12 Now this was after the wioked- 
nesss of Sodom. 

13 And Lot Baid, Behold now, I 
have two daughters which have not 
known man; let me, I pray you, 
plead with my brethren that 1 may 
not bring them out unto you; and ye 
shall not do unto them as seemeth 
good in your eyes; 

14 For God will not justify his 
servant in this thingj wherefore, let 
me plead with my brethren, this 
once only, that unto these men ye 
do nothing, that they may have 
peace in my house; for therefore 
came they under the shadow of my 
roof. 

15 And they were angry with Lot 
and came near to break the door, 
but the angels of God, whieh were 
holy men, put forth their hand and 
pulled Lot into the house unto them, 
and shut the door. 

16 And they smote the men with 
blindness, both small and great, that 
they could not come at the door. 

17 And they wore angry, so that 
they wearied themselves to find the 
door, and oould not find it. 

18 And those holy men said unto 
Lot, Hast thou any here besides thy 
sons-in-law, aud thy Bon’s sods and 
tby daughters ? 

19 And they commanded Lot, say¬ 
ing, Whatsoever thou hast in the 
city, thou shall bring out of this 
place, for we will destroy this place; 

20 Beoause the cry of thorn is waxen 
great, and their abominations have 
come up bofore the face of the Lord; 
and the Lord hath sent us to destroy 
it. 

21 And Lot wont out and spake 
unto his Bons-in-law, whioh married 
bis daugbtors, and said, Up, get ye 
out of this plnoe, for the Lord will 
destroy this oity. 
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22 But he seemed as one that 
mocked, unto his eons-in-law. 

23 And when the morning came, 
tbo angels hastened Lot, saying, 
Ariee, take thy wife, and thy two 
daughters which are here, lest thou 
be consumed in the iniquity of the 
city. 

24 And while he lingered the angels 
laid hold upon his hand, and upon 
the hand of his wife, and upon the 
hand of his two daughters; the Lord 
being merciful unto them; and they 
brought them forth, and set them 
down without the city. 

25 And it came to pass, when they 
had brought them forth abroad that 
they said unto them, Escape for your 
lives ; look not behind you, neither 
stay you in all the plain; escape to 
the mountain lest you he consumed. 

26 And Lot said unto one of them, 
Oh, not so my Lord! behold now, thy 
servant has found grace in thy sight, 
and thou hast magnified thy mercy 
which thou hast showed unto me in 
saving my life; and I cannot escape 
to the mountain, lest some evil over¬ 
take me, and I die. 

27 Behold now, here is another city, 
and this is near to flee unto, and it is 
a little one; oh, let me escape thither, 
and may not the Lord destroy it, and 
my soul shall live. 

26 And tbo angel said unto him, 
Sec, I have accepted thee concerning 
this thing also, that I will not over¬ 
throw this city, for the which thou 
hast spoken; haste thcc, escape 
thither, for I cannot do anything 
until thou be come thither. 

29 And tho name of the city was 
called Zoar. Therefore the sun was 
risen upon the earth when Lot en¬ 
tered into Zoar. 

30 And tho Lord did not destroy 
Sodom until Lot had entered iuto Zoar. 

31 And then, when Lot had entered 
into Zoar, the Lord rained upon 
Sodom, and upon Gomorrah; for tho 
angels called upon the namo of the 
Lord for brimstone and fire from the 
Lord out of heaven. 

32 And thne they overthrew those 
cities and all the plain, and all the 
inhabitants of the cities, and that 
which grew upon the groumi. 

33 But it oame to pass, when Lot 
fled, his wife looked back from be¬ 


hind him, and hccame a pillar of salt 

34 And Abraham got up early in 
the morning to (he place where he 
stood before the Lord; and he looked 
toward Sodom and Gomorrah, and 
toward all the land of the plain, and 
behold, lo, the smoke of the country 
went up as the smoke of a furnace. 

35 And it came to pass, when God 
had destroyed the cities of the plain, 
that God spake onto Abraham, say¬ 
ing, I have remembered Lot, and 
sent him out of the midst of ths 
overthrow, that thy brother might 
not be destroyed, when I overthrew 
the city in the which thy brother Lot 
dwelt. 

36 And Abraham was comforted. 
And Lot went up out of Zoar, and 
dwelt in the mountain, and his two 
daughters with him ; for he feared to 
dwell in Zoar. And he dwelt in a 
cave r be and his two daughters. 

37 And the first-born dealt wickedly, 
and said unto the younger, Our father 
has become old, and we have not a 
man on the earth to come in onto us, 
to live with us after the manner of all 
that live on the earth ; 

38 Therefore come, let us make our 
father drink wine, and we will lie 
with him, that we may preserve seed 
of our father. 

39 And they did wickedly, and made 
their father drink wine that night; 
and the first-born went in and lay 
with her father; and he perceived 
not when she lay down, nor when she 
arose. 

40 And it oame to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that the first-born said onto the 
younger, Behold, I lay yesternight 
with my father; let us make him 
drink wine this night also, and go 
thou in and lie with him, that we may 
preserve seed of our^father. 

41 And they made their father drink 
wine that night also; and the younger 
arose, and lay with him, and he per¬ 
ceived not when she lay down, noi 
when she arose. 

42 Thu9 were both the daughters of 
Lot with child by their father. 

43 And the first-born hare a son, 
and called his name Moab; the far¬ 
ther of the Moabites, the same whiob 
are unto this day. 

44 And the younger, she also bare 
a son, and called his name Ben-ammi; 
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ibe father uf the ohildren whioh are 
Ammonites; the same which are unto 
this clay. 

Oil APT ICR XX. 

Abrthiun goeth to Grrar—Abraham and 
.Surah reproved by Abimelech. 

NU Abraham journeyed from 
thence toward the south coun¬ 
try, and dwelt between Kadesh and 
Shur, and sojourned in Gerar. 

2 And Abraham said again of Sarah 
hie wife, She is my sister. 

3 And Abimelech, king of Gerar, 
sent and took Sarah. But God came 
to Abimelech in a dream by night, 
and said unto him, Behold, thou hast 
taken a woman which is not tbine 
own, for she is Abraham's wife. 

4 And the Lord said unto him, Thou 
shalt return her unto Abraham, for 
if thou do it not thou shalt die. 

5 And Abimelech had not como near 
her; for the Lord had not suffered 
him. 

6 And he said, Lord, wilt thou slay 
me, and also a righteous nation ? 
Bohold, said ho not unto me, She is 
my sister ? And she, evon she her¬ 
self said, He is my brother; and in 
tho integrity of mine heart, and in 
tho innooenoy of my bands have I 
done this. 

7 And God said unto him in a 
dream, Yea, I know that thou didst 
do this in tho integrity of thy heart; 
for I also withheld thee from sinning 
against mo; therefore suffered I not 
thee to touch her. 

8 Now, therefore, restore tho man’s 
wifo to him, for he is a prophet, and 
he shall pray for thee, and tnou shalt 
live; and if thou return her not to 
him, know thou that thou shalt surely 
die ; thou and all that are thine. 

9 Theroforo, Abimeleoh arose early 
in the morning, and callod his ser¬ 
vants, and told all thbso things in 
their oars; and the men wore sore 
afraid. 

10 Then Ahimeleeh culled Abraham, 
and said unto him, What ba9t thou 
done unto us? and in what have I 
offended thee that thou hast brought 
on me and on my kingdom a great sin ? 

11 Thou hast done things unto mo 
that ought not to be done. And 
Abimelech said unto Abraham, What 
sawest thou, that thou hast done this 
thing ? 
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12 And Abraham said, Because ] 
thought assuredly the fear of God 
was not in this place, and they would 
slay me for my wife’s sake; 

13 And yet indeed she was my 
sister; she was the daughter of my 
father, but not the daughter of my 
mother; and she became my wife. 

14 And it came to pass, when God 
caused me to wander from my fa¬ 
ther's house, that I said unto her, 
This shall be thy kindnesB whioh 
thou shalt show unto me, at every 
place whither we shall come, Bay of 
me, lie is my brother. 

15 And Abimeleoh took sheep and 
oxen, and men servants, and women 
servants, and gave unto Abraham, 
and restored unto him Sarah his 
wife. 

16 And Abimeleoh said, Behold, my 
land lieth before thee; dwell where 
it ploaseth thee. 

17 And unto Sarah he said, Behold, 
I have given thy brother a thousand 
pieces of silver; behold, he shall give 
unto thee a covering of the eyes, and 
it shall be a token unto all that thou 
mayest not be taken again from 
Abraham thy husband. And thus 
she was reproved. 

19 So Abraham prayed unto God; 
and God healed Abimelech, and his 
wife, and his maid servants, and they 
bare unto him ohildron. 

19 For because of Sarah, Abraham's 
wife, the Lord had fast closod up all 
1 the wombs of Lho house of Abimeleoh. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

A son bom to Abraham—Isaac named — 

Bondswoman cast out—Covenant with Abi¬ 
melech. 

ND the Lord visited Sarah as he 
had said, and the Lord did unto 
Sarah as he had spoken by the mouth 
of his angels; for Sarah conceived 
and bear Abraham a son in his old 
age, at tho set time of which the 
angels of God had spoken to him. 

2 And Abraham called tho name of 
his sod that was born unto him, whom 
Sarah bear unto him, Isaac. 

3 And Abraham oiroumcisod his son 
Isaac, he being eight day9 old, &9 God 
had oummanded him. 

4 And Abrahaiu was an hundred 
years old, when his son Isaao was 
born unto him. 

fi And Sarah said, God has mads 
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ne to rojoicc ; and also ail Lbat know 
me will rejoice wilh me. 

6 And sho snid unlo Abraham, Who 
would have aaid that Sarah should 
have given children suck ? For I 
was barren, but the Lord promised, 
and I have borne onto Abranam a son 
in hia old age. 

7 And the child grew, and was 
weaned. And the day that Isaac waa 
weaned, Abraham mado a great feast, 
and Sarah saw the son of Hugar the 
Egyptian, which Uagar had borne 
unto Abraham, mocking; and she was 
troubled. 

8 Wherefore she said unto Abraham, 
Cast out this bond-woman and her 
son ; for the son of this bond-woman 
shall not be heir with my son, Isaac. 

9 And this thing was very grievous 
unto Abraham because of his son. 

10 And God said unto Abraham, 
Let it not be grievous in thy sight, 
because of the lad, and because of 
thy bond-woman; in all that Sarah 
has said unto thee, hearken unto her 
voice; for in Isaac shall thy seed be 
called. 

11 And also of the son of the bond- 
woman will I make a nation, because 
he is thy seed. 

12 And Abraham rose up early in 
the morning, and took bread, and a 
hottlc of water, and gave unto ILagar, 
and she took the child, and be sent 
her away; and she departed, and 
wandered in the wilderness of Beer- 
Bheba. 

13 And it came to pass that the 
water was spent in the bottle, and she 
cast the child under one of the shrubs, 
and she went and sat her down over 
against the child, a good way off, as it 
were a bowshot; for she 9aid, Let mo 
not see the death of tbe child. 

14 And she eat over against the 
child, and lifted up her voice and 
wept. 

15 And God heard the voice of the 
tad ; and the angel of the Lord called 
to Hagar out of heaven, and said 
unto her; 

16 What ailcth thee, Ilagar? fear not, 
for God hath heard the voice of the 
lad where he licth; arise, lift up tho 
tad, and hold him in thine hand, for 
I will make of him a great nation. 

17 And God opened her eyes, and 
■he saw a well of water; and ahe 


went and filled the bottle with water, 
and gave the lad drink. 

IS And God was with the lad; and 
he grew, and dwell in the wilderness, 
and becamo an archer; and he dwelt 
in the wilderness of Paran, he and 
his mother. 

19 And he took him a wife out of 
the land of Egypt. 

20 And it came to pass at the time, 
that Abimelech and Phicol the chief 
captain of his host spake unto Abra¬ 
ham, saying, God is with thee in all 
that thou doest. 

21 Now therefore, aware onto me 
here, that, by tho help of God thou 
wilt not deal falsely with me, nor with 
my son, nor with my son's son; but, 
that according to the kindness that 
I have shown unto thee, thou shall 
do unto me, and to the land wherein 
thou hast sojourned. 

22 And Abraham said, I will swear. 

23 And Abraham reproved Abi- 
melcch, because of a well of water 
which Abimelech's servants had re¬ 
cently taken away. 

24 And Abimelech said, Thou didst 
not tell me; and I know not who 
hath done this thing; neither yet 
have I heard that it was done until 
this day. 

25 And Abraham took sheep and 
oxen, and gave them unto Abimelech ; 
and both of them made a covenant. 

26 And Abraham set seven ewe 
lambs of the flock by themselves. 

27 And Abimelech said unto Abra¬ 
ham, What wilt thou do with these 
seven owe lambs which thou hast set 
by themselves? 

28 And he said, Seven ewe Iambs 
shall thou take at my hand, that 
they may be a witness unto me that I 
have digged this well. 

29 And because they aware, both of 
them, wherefore he called that place 
Bccr-sheba; 

30 And thus thoy made a covenant 
there at Bccr-sheba. 

31 Then Abimelech, and Phicol, the 
chief captain of his hosts, rose up, 
and they planted a grove in Beer- 
sheba, and called thero on the name 
of tho Lord ; and thoy returned unto 
the land of the Philistines. 

32 And Abraham worshipped the 
everlasting God, and sojourned in the 
land of the Philistines many days. 
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CHAPTER XXII. 

A braJwm commanded to offer Isaacs Hie wiU 
ingnexs accept >4 —Relieved by divine in~ 
Urposition—Names of Nahm't children. 

ND it oaine to pass after these 
things, that God did try Abra¬ 
ham and said unto him, Abraham; 
and Abraham said, Rehold, here 
am I. 

2 And tho Lord said, Take now thy 
son, thine only Isaac, whom tbou 
lovcst, and get tbee into the land of 
Moriah; and offer him there for a 
burnt offering, upon oucof the moun¬ 
tains of which 1 will tell thco. 

3 And Abraham rose up early in the 
morning and saddled Ins ass, and 
took two of his young men with him, 
and Isaac bis son, 

4 And clave the wood for the burnt 
offering; and rose up, and went unto 
the place of which God bad told 
him. 

5 Thru on the third day, Abraham 
lifted up his eyes and buw the place 
afar off. 

6 And Abraham said untobisyoung 
men, Abide you here with the ass, 
and I and the lad will go yonder and 
worship, and come to you again. 

7 And Abraham took the wood of 
the burnt offering, and laid it upon 
his back ; and he took tho fire in his 
hand, and a knife, and Isaac his son ; 
and they went hoth of thorn together. 

8 And Isaac spake unto Abraham 
his father, and Baid, My father! 
And bo said, Here am I, m 3 ' son. 

9 And he Buid, Rehold tho fire and 
the wood; but where is tho lamb for 
a burnt offering ? 

10 And Abraham suid, My son,God 
will provide himself a lamb for a 
burnt offering. So they went both 
of them together; and they aamo to 
tho place of which God had told 
him. 

11 And Abraham built an altar 
there, and laid tho wood in ordor, 
and bound Isaac his son, and laid 
him on the altar, upon the wood. 

12 And Abraham Btrotchcd forth 
his hand and took (ho kuifo to slay 
hia son. 

13 And tho angel of tho Lord called 
unto him out of heaven, and said, 
Abraham ! Abraham! And Abraham 
said, Hero nin I. 

14 And the angel said, Lay not thine 
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hand upon the lad, neither do thoo 
anything unto him ; 

15 For now I know ihal thou fear- 
est God, aeeiDg thou hast not with 
held thy son, thine only Isaac from me 

10 And Abraham lifted up his eyes 
And looked, and hehold, behind a 
thicket, there was a ram caught in it 
by his horns. 

17 And Abraham went and took 
the rum, and offered him up for a 
burnt offering, in the stead of hifl 

BOD. 

18 And Abraham called the name 
of that place Jchovah-jireh; as it ia 
said unto thia day, In the moun¬ 
tain of the Lord it shall be seen. 

19 And the angel of the Lord call¬ 
ed unto Abraham out of heaven the 
second time, and said, 

20 Thus eaith tho Lord, I have 
sworn by myself, because that thoo 
hnst done this thing, and hast not 
withheld thy son, thine only Isoao 
from me ; 

21 That in blessing I will bless thee; 
and in multiplying I will multiply 
thy seed as tho stars of heaven, and 
as tho sand upon the sea-shore. 

22 And thy seed shall possess the 
gate of his enemies; and in thy seed 
shall all the nations of the earth he 
blessed; beoause thou hast obeyed 
my voice. 

23 So Abraham returned unto hia 
young men, and they rose up and 
went to Bcer-sbeba; and Abraham 
dwelt at Bccr-sheba. 

24 And it came to pass after these 
things, that it was told Abraham, 
saying, 

25 Behold, Milcah, she bath also 
borne children unto thy brother Na- 
hor; Huz is his first-born, and Buz is 
bis brother, 

26 And Kcmucl is the father of 
Aram, and Chescd, and Haza, and 
Bildash, and Jidlaph, and Bethuel; 

27 And Bethuel begat Rcbckah. 

28 These eight Milcah did bear to 
Nahor, Abraham's brother; and his 
concubine, whoso name was Rcumah, 
she buro also Tcbuh, and Gaham 
Thabasb, and Maochah. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

SaraJi’s death and burial—Purchase qf Vu 
field of Ephron. 

ND Sarah was an hundred and 
twenty-seven years old, and she

died ; and thus ended the years of 
the lifo of Sarah. 

2 And Sarah died ir Kirjatb-arba; 
the samo is now called Hebron, in 
the land of Canaan. 

3 And Abraham came to mourn for 
Sarah, and to weep for her, his wife 
which was dead. 

4 And Abraham stood up from be¬ 
fore his dead, and spake unto the 
sons of Hcth, saying, I am a stranger 
and a sojourner with you; givo me 
a possession of a burying-ptAce with 
you, that I may bury my dead out of 
my sight. 

5 And tho children of Ilelh answer¬ 
ed Abraham, saying unto him, Hear 
as, my lord ; thou art a mighty prince 
among us; in the choicest of our se- 
pulohres bury thou thy dead; none 
of us shall withhold from thee his 
sepulchre, but that thou mayest bury 
thy dead. 

6 And Abraham stood up, and 
bowed himself to the people of the 
land, and to the children of Hcth ; 
and he communed with them, saying, 

7 If it bo your mind that I should 
bury my dead out of my sight, hear 
me, and entreat Ephron the son of 
Zohar for me, that he may give mo 
the cave of Machpelah, which he hath 
in the end of his field ; 

8 For, as much money as it is worth 
he shall have, if he will give it me 
for a possession of a burying-placc 
among you. 

9 And Ephron dwelt among the 
children of Ileth. 

10 And Ephron, the Hittite, answer¬ 
ed Abraham in tho audience of the 
ohildron of Heth, among all of them 
that went in at the gates of the city, 
saying, 

11 Hearken, my lord, and hear me ; 
the field I give thee, and the cave 
that is therein ; I give it thee in the 
presenoe of tho sons of my people; 
and I givo it thee ; therefore, bury 
thy dead. 

12 And Abraham bowed himself 
down before the peoplo of the land, 
and he spake unto Ephron in the 
audience of the people of the land, 
saying, I pray thee, hear me; 

13 If thou wilt take it of mo, I will 
give thee money for tho field, and I 
will bury my dead there, but I will 
give thee money for it. 


14 And Ephron answered Abraham, 
saying unto bim, My lord, hearken 
unto me; the land thou shall have 
for four hundred shekels of silver; 
whaL shall that bo betwixt me and 
thee ? Bury therefore thy dead. 

15 And Abraham hearkened unto 
Ephron ; and Abraham weighed unto 
Ephron the silver which he had 
named in the audience of the sons 
of Heth, four hundred shekels of 
silver, which was current with the 
merchant. 

16 And the field of Ephron, which 
was in Machpelah, which was before 
Mamre; the field, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees that 
were in the field, and that were in all 
the borders round about, were made 
sure unto Abraham for a possession, 
in the presence of the children of 
Heth, before all that went in at the 
gate of the city. 

17 And after this, Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife in the cave of the 
field of Machpelah, which is before 
Mamre; tho same is called Hebron, 
in the land of Canaan. 

18 And the field and the cave that 
was therein, were made sure unto 
Abraham for a possession of a bury¬ 
ing-placc by the sons of Helh. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

Oath of Abraham's servant — History of the 

betrothal and marriage of Isaar. and Re- 

IteJcah. 

ND now Abraham was old, being 
well striken in age; and the 
Lord had blessed Abraham in all 
things. 

2 And Abraham said unto his eldest 
servant of his house, that ruled over 
all that he had; Put forth I pray 
thco thy hand under my hand, and I 
will make thee swear before the Lord, 
tho God of heaven, and the God of 
tho earth, that thou shalt not take a 
wife unto my son, of the daughters 
of the Cannanites among whom ] 
dwell; but thou shalt go nnto my 
country, and to my kindred and Lake 
a wife unto my son Isaac. 

3 And the servant said unto him, 
Perhaps the woman will not be will¬ 
ing to follow me unto this land, then 
I must needs bring thy eon again 
unto the land from whence thon 
earnest. 

4 And Abraham said unto him. Ba- 
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ware thou that thou bring not my 
■on (hither again. 

5 The Lord God of heaven which 
took me from my father’s house, and 
from tho land of my kindred, and 
which spake unto me, and that swear 
unto me, Bayiug, Unto thee will I 
give this land; 

6 He shajl send his angel before 
thee, and thou shalt take a wife unto 
my son from thence. 

7 And if the woman will not be 
willing to follow thoe. then thou sbnlt 
be ileivr from this thine oath, only 
bring not my son thither again. 

8 And the servant put his hand un¬ 
der the hand of Abraham his master, 
and sware to him concerning that 
matter. 

9 And (he servant took ten oamelB 
of his master, and departed; for all 
!he goods of his master were in his 
hand. 

10 And he aroso and went to Meso¬ 
potamia, unto tho city of Nahor. 

11 And ho made his camels to kneel 
down without the city, hy a well of 
water, at evening, tho timo that wo¬ 
men go out to draw water. 

12 And he said, 0 Lord God of iny 
master Abraham, I pray thee this 
day, that thou wouldst show kind¬ 
ness unto my master Abraham, and 
send mo good speed. 

13 Behold, I stand by the well of 
water, and the daughters of the men 
of the city eoinc out to draw water; 

14 And let it (some to pass, that the 
dauisel to whom I shall say, Let down 
thy pitcher I pray thee, that I may 
drink; and Bho shall say, Drink, and 
I will give thy camels drink also; let 
her be tho one whom thou hast ap¬ 
pointed for tby servant Isaac; and 
thereby shall I know that thou hast 
showed kindness unto my master. 

15 And it eame to pass, before he 
had doDO speaking, that behold, lle- 
beknh oame out, who was born to 
Bcthuol, son of Miloah, the wife of 
Nahor, Abraham's brother, with her 
pitcher upon her shouldor. 

16 And the damsel being a virgin, 
very fair to look upon, such as the 
servant of Abraham had not seen, 
neither had any man known the like 
unto her; and sho went down to tho 
well, and fillod her pitobor, and came 
up. 
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17 And the servant ran to meet her, 
and said. Let me, I pray thee, drink 
a little wator of tby pitcher. 

18 And she said, Drink, my lord; 
and she hasted and let down her 
pitcher upon her band, and gave him 
drink. 

19 And when she had done giving 
him drink, she said, I will draw for 
thy camels also, until they have done 
drinking. 

20 And 6he hasted, and emptied 
her pitcher into the trough, and ran 
again unto the well to draw, and drew 
for all hiB camels. 

21 And the man, wondering at her, 
held his peace, pondering in his heart 
whether the Lord had made his jour¬ 
ney prosperous or not. 

22 And it came to pass, as tho ca¬ 
mels had done drinking, that the 
man took a gold ear-ring of half a 
shekel weight, and two bracelets for 
her hands of ten shekels weight of 
gold, and said, Whose daughter art 
thou ? tell me, I pray thee; and is 
there room in thy father's house for 
us to lodge in ? 

23 And she said unto him, I am the 
daughter of Bethuol, the son of Mil- 
cah, which she bare unto Nahor. 

24 She said moreover, unto him, 
We have both straw and provender 
enough, and room to lodge in. 

25 And the man bowed down his 
head and worshipped the Lord. 

26 And he said, Blessed is the Lord 
God of my mftstor Abraham, who 
hath not left my master destitute of 
his mcrey and his truth ; and when 
I was in the way, the Lord led mo to 
the house of my master's brethren. 

27 And the damsel ran to the house, 
and told her mother these things. 

28 And Rebekah had a brother, 
whose name was Laban ; and Labnn 
ran out to the man, unto the well. 

29 And it oame to pasB when he 
saw the ear-rings, and bracelets upon 
his sister's hands, and when be heard 
tho word of Ilcbckah his sister, say¬ 
ing, Thus spake tho man unto me. 
and I oame unto the man, and be¬ 
hold, ho stood by the camels at the 
well. 

30 And he said, Como in, thou bless¬ 
ed of tho Lord; wherefore standest 
thou without? for I have prepared 
the house, and room for (ho camels. 
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31 And the man came into the 
honse. 

32 And he anbnrdened hie camels, 
and gave straw and provender for tho 
earn els, and water to wash his feet, 
and the men's feet that came with 
him. 

33 And there was set before him 
food to eat; but he said, I will not 
eat until I have told mine errand. 

34 And Laban said, Speak on. And 
he said, I am Abrahaius servant; 

36 And the Lord hath blessed my 
master greatly, and he is become 
great, and he hath given him flocks, 
and herds, and silver, and gold; and 
men servants, and maid servants, and 
camels, and asses. 

36 And Sarah, my master's wife, 
bare & son to my master when she 
was old; and unto him hath he given 
all that he hath. 

37 And my master made me swear, 
saying, Thou shalt not take a wife to 
my son of the daughters of the 
Canaanites, in whose land I dwell; 

38 But thou shalt go unto my father's 
house, and to my kindred, and take a 
wife unto my son. 

39 And I said unto my master, Per¬ 
haps the woman will not follow 
me. 

40 And he said unto me, The Lord, 
before whom I walk, will send his 
angel with thee, and he will prosper 
thy way ; 

41 And thou shalt take a wife for 
my son, of my kindred, and of my 
father's house; then shalt thou be 
clear of my oath. 

42 When thou comest to ray kindred, 
and if they give thee not a wife for 
my son, thou shalt be clear from my 
oath. 

43 And I came this day unto the 
well, and said, 0 Lord God of my 
master Abraham, if now thou wilt 
prosper my way which I go ; 

44 Behold, I stand by the well of 
water; and it shall come to pass, that 
when the virgin cometh forth to draw 
water, and I say to her, Give mo I 
pray thee a little water of thy pitcher 
to drink; 

45 And if she say to me, Both drink 
thou, and I will also draw for thy 
camels; the same is the woman whom 
the Lord hath appointed out for my 
master’s son. 


46 And before I had done speaking 
in my heart, behold, Rebekah came 
forth with her pitcher on her shoulder, 
and she went down unto the well and 
drew water. 

47 And I said unto her. Let me 
drink I pray thee ; 

48 And she made haste, and let 
down her pitcher from her shoulder, 
and said, Drink, and I will give thy 
camels drink also; so I drank, and 
she made the camels drink also. 

49 And I asked her and said, Whose 
daughter art thon ? 

50 And she said, The daughter of 
Bcthuel, Nahor’s son, whom Milcah 
bare unto him. 

51 And I gave the ear-rings unto 
her, to put into her ears, and the 
bracelets upon her bands. 

52 And I bowed down my head, 
and worshipped the Lord, and blessed 
the Lord God of my master Abraham, 
who had led me in the right way to 
take my master’s brother’s daughler 
unto his son. 

53 And now, if thou wilt deal kindly 
and truly with my master, tell me ; 
and if not, tell me; that I may turn 
to the right band or to the left. 

54 Then Laban and Bethuel answer¬ 
ed, and said, The thing proceedeth 
from the Lord ; we cannot speak unto 
thee bad or good. 

55 Behold, Rebekah is before thee, 
take her and go, and let her be thy 
master’s son’s wife, as the Lord hath 
spoken. 

56 And it came to pass, that, when 
Abraham’s servant heard these words, 
he worshipped the Lord, bowing him¬ 
self to tho earth. 

57 And the servant brought forth 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, 
and raiment, aud gave to Rchekah. 
lie gave also to her brother, and to 
her mother, precious things. 

58 And they did cat and drink, he 
and llic men that were with him, and 
tarried all night. 

59 And they Arose up in the morn¬ 
ing, and he said, Send me away unto 
my master. 

60 And her brother, and hor mother, 
said, Let the damsel abide with us at 
the least ten days ; after that she shall 

go- 

61 And he said unto thorn, Hinder 
me not, seeing the Lord hath proa- 
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ered my way; send me away, that 
may go uulo my master. 

G2 And they Baid, We will call the 
damsel and enquire at her mouth. 

63 And they called Rebekah, and 
said ante her, Wilt thou go with this 
uian 7 

64 And she said, I will go. And 
thoy sent away Rebekah their sister, 
and her nurse, and Abraham’s serv¬ 
ant, and his men. 

65 And they blessed Rebekah, and 
said unto her, 0 thou, our sister, be 
thou blessed of thousands—of mil¬ 
lions; and lot thy seed possess tbo 
gate of thoso who hate them. 

66 And Rebekah aroso, and hor 
damsels, and they rode upon the 
camels, and followed the man ; and 
Lhe servant look Rebekah and went 
his way. 

67 And Isaac came from the way 
ef tho well La-hai-roi; for be dwelt in 
the south country. 

68 And Isaac wont uul to meditate 
in the held at eventide; and he liftod 
up his eyos, and saw, and bohotd tho 
camels coming. 

69 And Rebekah lifted up her eyes, 
and when Bhe saw Isaac, she lighted 
olT Lhe camel; for she said unto the 
servant, What man is this that walk- 
cth in the field to rneot us? 

70 And the servant said. It is my 
master; therefore sho Look a veil and 
uovorod herself. 

71 And the servant told Isaac all 
things that he had done. 

72 And Isaao brought her into his 
mother Sarah’s tent, and took Re¬ 
bekah, and she boeaino bis wife; and 
he loved her. 

73 And Isaac was oomforted after 
bis mother’s death. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Abraham marrieih Keturah — Hit death — 

The generations of hhmael — His death — 

The birth of Esau and Jacob—Esau teileth 

hit birthright. 

milEN again Abraham took a wife, 
_L and her name was Keturah. 

2 And she baro him Ziiurau, and 
Joksbun, and Modan, and Midian, 
and Ishbak, and Sliuah. 

3 Aud Joksbau begat Sheba, and 
Dedan. And tho Bens of Dedan 
wore Asshurim, and Letushim, and 
Leuwmiw. 

4 Aud the sons of Midian ; Ephah, 
and Kpher, and lianooh, and Abidah, 


and Eldaah. All these were the 
children of Keturah. 

5 And Abraham gave all that he 
had unto Isaac. 

6 Dut unto tho sons of the oonon- 
bines, which Abraham had, Abraham 
gave gifts, and sent them away from 
Isaac his son, while he yet lived, east¬ 
ward, unto the east country. 

7 And those are the number of the 
years of Abraham’s life, which he 
lived, a hundred threescore and fifteen 
years. 

8 Then Abraham gave up Lhe ghost, 
and died in a good old age, an old 
man, and full of years; and was 
gathered to his people. 

9 And his sons Isaao and Ishmael 
buried him in tho cave of Machpelah, 
in the field of Ephron the son of 
Zohar the Uiltite, which is before 
Mamrc; 

L0 The field which Abraham pur¬ 
chased of the sonB of Heth ; there was 
Abraham buried, and Sarah his wife. 

11 And it came to pass after the 
death of Abraham, that God blessed 
his son Isaac; and Isaac dwelt by 
tho well La-hai-roi. 

12 Now these are the generations of 
Ishmael, Abraham’s Bon, whom Hagar 
the Egyptian, Sarah’B hand-maid, 
bare unto Abraham; 

13 And these are the names of the 
sons of Ishmael, by their names, 
according to their generations; the 
first-born of Ishmael, Nebajoth ; and 
Kcdar, and Adboel, and Mibsam. 

14 And Mishma, and Dumah, and 
Massa. 

16 Hadar, and Toma, Jetur, Na- 
phish, and Kedem&h; 

16 These are the sodb of Ishmael, 
and these are their names, by their 
towns, and by thoir castles; twelve 
prinoes according to their nations. 

17 And these are tho number of the 
years of the life of Ishmael, a hundred 
and thirty and seven years; and he 
gave up the ghost and died, and was 
gathered unto his pooplc. 

18 And they dwelt from Havilah 
unto Shur, that is before Egypt, ai 
thou goest toward Assyria; and he 
died in the presence of all his 
brethron. 

19 And these are tho generations of 
Isauo, Abraham’s son; Abraham be^ 
gat Isaao; 
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20 And Isaac was forty years old 
when he took Rebekah to wife, the 
daughter of Bethnel the Syrian of 
Padan-aram, the sister to Laban the 
Syrian. 

21 And Isaac entreated the Lord 
for his wife, that she might bare 
children, because she was barren. 
And the Lord was entreated of him, 
and Rebekah Mb wife oonceived. 

22 And the children struggled to¬ 
gether within her womb; and she 
said, If I am with child, why is it 
thus with me ? And she went to 
enquire of the Lord. 

23 And the Lord said unto her, Two 
nations are in thy womb, and two 
manner of people shall be separated 
from thy bowels; and tbe one people 
shall be stronger than the other 
people; and the cider shall serve the 
younger. 

24 And when her days to be de¬ 
livered .were fulfilled, behold, there 
were twins in her womb. 

25 And the first came out red, all 
over like a hairy garment; and they 
called his name Esau. 

20 And after that came his brother 
out, and his hand took hold on Esau’s 
heel; and his name was called Jacob; 
and Isaao was threesoore years old 
when she bare them. 

27 And the boys grew; and Esau 
was a ounning hunter, a man of the 
field; and Jacob was a plain man, 
dwelling in tents. 

28 And Isaac loved Esan, because 
he did eat of his venison; but Re¬ 
bekah loved Jacob. 

29 And Jacob sod pottage; and 
Esau came from the field, and he was 
faint; 

30 And Esau said to Jacob, Feed 
me, I pray thee, with that same red 
potlago ; for I am faint; therefore 
was his name called Edom. 

31 And Jacob said, Sell me this 
day thy birthright. 

32 And Esau said, Behold, I am at 
the point of dying ; and what shall 
this birthright profit me ? 

33 And Jacob said, Swear to me 
this day; and he swore unto him; 
and ho sold his birthright unto 
Jacob. 

34 Then Jacob gave Esau bread 
and pottage of lentiles; and he did 
eat and drink, and rose up, and went 


his way. Thus Esau despised his 
birthright. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Isaac goeth to Gerar—God blt&stth hi ft *—Bt 
daueth his wife—Esau marrieih, 

ND there was a famine in the 
land, besides the first famine 
that was in the days of Abraham. 
And Isaac went unto Abimelech king 
of the Philistines onto Gerar. 

2 And the Lord appeared unto him, 
and said, Go not down into Egypt; 

1 dwell in the land which I shall tel! 
thee of. 

3 Sojourn in this land, and I ivill 
bo with thee, and will bless thee; for 
unto thee, and unto thy seed, I will 
give all these countries, and I will 
perform the oath which I aware unto 
Abraham thy father; 

4 And I will make thy seed to mul¬ 
tiply as the stars of heaven, and will 
give unto thy seed all the?* countries; 
and in thy seed shall all the nations 
of the earth be Messed ; 

5 Because that Abraham obeyed my 
voice, and kept my charge, my com¬ 
mandments, my statutes, and my laws. 

6 And Isaac dwelt in Gerar. 

7 And the men of the place asked 
bim concerning his wife; and be 
said, She is my sister; for be feared 
to say, She is my wife; lest, the men 
of the place should kill him for to 
get Rebekah ; because she was fair to 
look upon. 

8 And it came to pass, when he had 
been there a long time, that Abime- 
lech king of the Philistines looked 
out at a window, and saw, and, be¬ 
hold, Isaac was sporting with Rebe¬ 
kah his wife. 

9 And Abimelech called Isaac, and 
said, Behold, of a surety Rebekah is 
thy wife; and how saidst thou she 
is thy sister? And Isaac said unto 
him. I said it because I feared lest I 
die for her. 

10 And Abimeleoh said, What is 
this thou hast done unto us? one of 
the people might lightly have lain 
with thy wife, and thou shouldest 
have brought guiltiness upon us. 

11 And Abimelech oharged all his 
people, saying, He that toucheth this 
man or his wife shall surely be put 
to death. 

12 Then Isaao sowed in that land, 
and received in the same year a hun- 
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dred-fold; and the Lord blessed him. 

13 And the man waxed great, and 
went forward, and grew until he be- 
oame very great; 

14 For he had possession of flocks, 
and posssesion of herds, and groat 
store of servants ; and Ihe Philistines 
envied him. 

15 For all the wells which his fa¬ 
ther's servants had digged in the 
days of Ahrahain his father, the 
Philistines bad stopped them, and 
filled them with carlu. 

16 And Abimolccb said unto Isaac, 
do from us; for thou art ioucb might¬ 
ier than wo. 

17 And Isaac departed thence, and 
pitched hiB tent in the valley of Gerar, 
and dwelt there. 

18 And Isaac digged again the 
wells of water, whioh they had digged 
in the days of Abraham his father; 
for the Philistines had stopped them 
after the death of Abraham; and he 
called Choir names after the names 
by which bis father had called them. 

19 And Isaac's servants digged in 
the valley, and found there a well of 
springing wator. 

20 And the herdman of Gerar did 
strive with Isaac's berdmen, saying, 
The wator is ours ; and he called the 
name of the woll Esok; because they 
strove with him. 

21 And they digged auothor well, 
And strove for that also; and ho 
oallcd the name of it Sitnah. 

22 And he removed from thenoo, 
and digged another well; and foi 
that they strove not; and he culled 
the name of it Rehobolh ; and he 
said, For now tho Lord hath rnado 
room for us, and we shall be fruitful 
in the land. 

23 And he went up from thenoe to 
Reer-sheba. 

21 And the Lord appeared unto 
him the same night, ana said, I am 
the God of Abraham thy father; fear 
uot, for I am with thee, and will bless 
thoe, and multiply thy seed for my 
servant Abraham's sake. 

25 And ho buildod an altar there, 
and called upon the name of the 
Lord, and pitched his tent there; 
and thore Isaac’s servants diggod a 
well. 

26 Then Abimoloch went to biui 
from Gerar, and Ahuezath one of his 
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friends, and Phiohol the chief oaptain 
of his army. 

27 And Isaao Baid unto them, 
Wherefore come ye to me, seeing ye 
hate me, and have sent me away 
from you ? 

28 And they said, We saw certainly 
that the Lord was with thee ; and we 
said, Lot there he now an oath be¬ 
twixt U9, even betwixt us and thee, 
and let us make a covenant with 
thee ; 

29 That tbou wilt do us no hurt, 
as we have not touched thee, and as 
we hAvo done unto thee nothing but 
good, and have sent thee away in 
peace; thou art now tho blosBed of 
the Lord. 

30 And he made them a feast, and 
they did oat and drink. 

31 And they rose op betimes in the 
morning, and sware one to another; 
and Isaac sent them away, and they 
departed from him in peooe. 

32 And it came to pass the same 
day, that Isaac's servants came, and 
told him concerning the woll which 
they had digged, and said unto him, 
We have found water. 

33 And he called it Sheba; there¬ 
fore Lhe name of the city is Beer- 
sbeba unto this day. 

34 And Esau was forty years old 
when he took to wife Judith the 
daughter of Beeri the Hittite, and 
Bushemath the daughter of Elon the 
Hittite; 

36 Which were a grief of mind unto 
Isaao and to Kebekah. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Jacob by ttratagem obtaineth the blueing. 
ND it cauio to pass, that when 
Iaaao was old, and his eyes were 
dim, so that he could not see, he call¬ 
ed Esau his eldoet son, and said unto 
him, My son; and ho said unto him, 
Behold, here am I. 

2 Aud he said, Behold now, I am 
old, I know not the day of my death; 

3 Now therefore take, I pray thee, 
thy weapons, thy quiver and thy bow, 
and go out to the Gold, and take me 
Borno vonison; 

4 And make mo savoury meat, such 
as I love, and bring it to me, that I 
may eat; that my soul may bless thoe 
before I die. 

5 And Kebekah heard when Isaac 
spake to Esau his son. And Esau 
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went to tbo Sold to bunt for venison, 
nod to bring it. 

6 And Rebekafc spake unto Jacob 
her eon, saying, Behold, I heard thy 
father speak unto Esau thy brother, 
saying, 

7 Bring tm> venison, and make me 
savoury meat, that I may eat, and 
bless thee before the Lord before my 
death. 

8 Now therefore, my son, obey my 
voice according to that which I com¬ 
mand thee. 

9 Go now to the flock, and fetch 
me from tbence two good kids of the 
goats ; and I will make them savoury 
meat for thy father, such as he 
loveth; 

10 And thou shalt bring it to thy 
father, that he may eat, and Lhat he 
may bless thee before bis death. 

11 And Jacob said to Rebckab bis 
mother, Behold, Esau my brother is 
a hairy man, and I am a smooth 
man ; 

12 My father peradventure will feel 
me, and I shall seem to him as a de¬ 
ceiver; and I shall bring a curse 
upon me, and not a blessing. 

13 And bis mother said unto him, 
Upon me be thy curse, my sun; only 
obey my voice, and go fetch me 
them. 

14 And he went, and fetched, and 
brought them to his mother; and his 
mother made savoury meat, such as 
his father loved. 

15 And Rebekah took goodly rai¬ 
ment of her eldest son Esau, which 
were with her in the house, and put 
diem upon Jacob her younger son; 

16 And she put the skins of the 
kids of the goats upon his hands, 
and upon the smooth of his neok; 

17 And she gave the savoury meat 
and the broad, wbich she had pre¬ 
pared, into tho band of her son Ja¬ 
cob. 

18 And ho carno unto his father, 
and said, My father; and he said, 
Here am I; who art thou, my son ? 

19 And Jacob said unto hi9 father, 
I am Esau thy first-born; I have done 
according as thou badesl me arise, I 
pray thee, sit and eat of my venison, 
that thy soul may bless mo. 

20 And Isaao said unto his son, 
IIow is it that thou bast found it so 
quiokly, my son ? And he said, Be- 


oause the Lord thy Ood brought it 
to me. 

21 And Isaac said unto Jacob, 
Come near, I pray thee, that I may 
feci thee, my son, whether thou be 
my very son Esau or not. 

22 And Jacob went near unto Isaac 
his father; and he felt him, and said, 
The voice is Jacob’s voice, but the 
bands are the hands of Esau. 

23 And he discerned him not, be¬ 
cause his hands were hairy, os his 
brother Esau’s hands; bo he blessed 
him. 

24 And he said, Art thou my very 
son Esau? And he said, I am. 

25 And he said, Bring it near to 
me, and I will eat of my son’s veni¬ 
son, that my soul may hless thee. 
And he brought it near to him, and 
he did cat; and he brought him wine, 
and be drank. 

26 And his father Isaac said unto 
him, Come near now, and kiss me, 
my son. 

27 And he came near, and kissed 
him; and he smelled the smell of his 
raiment, and blessed him, and said. 
See, the smell of my son is as the 
smell of a field which the Lord bath 
blessed; 

28 Therefore God give thee of the 
dew of heaven, and the fatness of 
the earth, and plenty of corn and 
wine; 

29 Let people serve thee, and na¬ 
tions bow down to thee; be lord over 
thy brethren, and let thy mother’s 
sons bow down to thee; cursed be 
every one that cursetb thee, and 
blessed be he that blesseth tbee. 

30 And it came to pass, as booh as 
Isaao bad made an end of blessing 
Jaoob, aud Jacob was yet soaroe 
gone out from the prosenoo of Isaac 
his lather, that Esau bis brother 
came in from his hunting. 

31 And he also had made savoury 
meat, and brought it unto hi9 father, 
and said unto bis father, Let my 
father arise, and eat of his son’s 
venison, that thy soul may bless 
me. 

32 And Is&ao his father said unto 
him, Who art thou? Aud he said, 
I am thy son, thy first-born, Esau. 

33 And Isaac trembled very ex¬ 
ceedingly, and said, Who ? where is 
he that hath taken vonisou, aud 
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brought it me, ami I havo eaten of 
all before thou earnest, and have 
bloseed him ? yea, and he shall be 
blessed. 

SI And whon Esau heard the words 
of his father, he oried with a great 
and exceeding bitter ory, and Baid 
unto his father, Bless me, oven me 
• Iso, 0 my falhor. 

35 And he said. Thy brother oame 
with subtilty, and hath taken away 
thy blessing. 

36 And ho said, Is not be rightly 
named Jacob ? for he hath supplanted 
loo those two times; he took away 
my birthright; and, behold, now ho 
hath tnkon away my blessing. And 
ho said, Hast thou not reservod a 
blowing for me ? 

37 Ami Isaac answorod and suid 
unto Esau, Behold, I havo made him 
thy lord, and all his brethren hare I 
given to him lor servants; and with 
corn and wino havo I sustained him; 
and whal shall I do now unto thee, 
my son ? 

38 And Esau said unto his father, 
Hast thou but one blessing, my fa¬ 
ther ? bless me, oven mo also, 0 my 
father. And Esau liftod up his voice, 
and woj)t. 

30 And Isaoo his father answered 
and said unto him, Behold, thy 
dwelling shall bo the fatness of the 
earth, and of tho dew of heaven 
from above; 

40 And by thy sword shalt thou 
live, and shalt sorve thy brother; 
and it shall come to pass when 
thou shalt have the dominion, that 
thou shalt break his yoko from off 
thy nook. 

41 And Esau hated Jaoob because 
of the blessing whorewith his father 
blessed him; And Esau said in his 
heart, Th > days of mourning for my 
father an at hand; then will I slay 
my brother Jacob. 

42 And those words of Esau her 
elder son were told to Rebekah; and 
she sont and called Jaoob her younger 
eon, and said unto him, Behold, thy 
brolhcr Esau, as touching thoo, doth 
ooiufort himself, purposing to kill 
thee. 

43 Now therefore, my son, oboy my 
voioc ; And arise, flee thou to Laban 
my brother, to lluran ; 

41 Aod tarry with him a fow days, 


until thy brothers fury turn away; 

45 Until thy brother's anger tun 
away from thee, and he forget that 
whioh thou hast done to him; then 
I will send, and fotch thee from 
thence; why should I be deprived 
also of you both in one day ? 

46 And Rebekah said to Isaac, I 
am weary of my life because of the 
danghters of Heth; if Jacob take a 
wife of the danghters of Ilcth, such 
as these whioh arc of the daughters 
of the land, what good shall my life 
do me ? 

CHAPTER XXVTI1. 
foaac blecselh Jacob—Esau marricih Maher 
lath—The vision of Jacob?s ladelrr —77i< 
stone of BrJh~cl — Jacob's vow. 

ND Isaao called Jacob, and 
blessed him, and charged him, 
and said unto him, Thou shalt not 
tukea wifo of the daughters of Canaan. 

2 Arise, go to Padan-aram, to the 
housoof Bethuel thy mother's father; 
and take thee a wife from thence of 
tho daughters of Laban thy mother’s 
brother. 

3 And God Almighty bless thee, 
und make thee fruitful, and multiply 
thco, that thou mayest be a multitude 
of peoplo; 

4 And give thee the blessing of 
Abraham, to thee, and to thy seed 
with thee; that thou mayest inherit 
tho land wherein thou art a stranger, 
which Hod gave unto Abraham. 

5 And Isaac sent away Jacob; and 
he went to Padan-aram unto Laban, 
son of Bethuel the Syrian, the hro- 
Ibcr of Rebekah, Jacob’s and Esau's 
mother. 

6 When Esau saw that Isaao had 
blessed Jaoob, and sent him away to 
Padan-aram, to take him a wife from 
thcuoe; and that as he blessed him 
he gave him a charge, SAying, Thou 
shalt not take a wife of the danghters 
of Canaan; 

7 And that Jacob obeyed his father 
and his mother, and was gone to 
Padan-aram; 

8 And Esau soeing that tho daugh¬ 
ters of Canaan pleased not Isaao his 
father; 

9 Then went Esau onto Ishmael 
and look unto the wives which he 
had Mahalalh tho daughter of Ish- 
mael Abraham’s son, the sister of 
Nobajolh, lo bo his wife. 
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10 And Jacob went oat from Beer- 
aheba, and went toward llaran. 

11 And he lighted apon a certain 
place, and tarried there all night, be¬ 
cause the aun was set; and he took 
of the Btones of that place, and put 
them for his pillows, and lay down in 
that place to sleep. 

12 And he dreamed, and hchold a 
ladder set up on the earth, and the 
top of it reached to heaven ; and he- 
hold the angels of God ascending and 
descending upon it. 

13 And, behold, the Lord stood 
above it, and said, I am the Lord 
God of Abraham thy father, and the 
God of Isaac; the land whereon thou 
liest, to thee will I give it, and to thy 
seed; 

14 And thy seed shall be as the 
dost of the earth; and thou ehalt 
spread abroad to the west, and to the 
east, and to the north, and to the 
south ; and in thee and in thy seed 
shall all the families of the earth ho 
blessed. 

15 And, behold, I am with thee, and 
will keep thee in all places whither 
thou goest, and will hring thee again 
into this land; for I will not leave 
thee, until I have done that which I 
have spoken to thee of. 

16 And Jacob awaked out of his 
sleep, and he Baid, Surely the Lord is 
in this place; and I knew it not. 

17 And he was afraid, and said, IIow 
dreadful is this plaoe! this is none 
other but the house of God, and this 
is the gate of heaven. 

18 And Jacob rose up early in the 
morning, and took the etone that he 
had put for his pillows, and set it up 
for a pillar, and poured oil upon the 
top of it. 

19 And he called the name of that 
place Beth-el; but the name of that 
city was called Luz at the first. 

20 And Jacob vowod a vow, saying, 
If God will be with me, and will keop 
mo in this way that I go, and will give 
me bread to cat, and raiment to put on, 

21 So that I come again to my 
father's house in poaco; then shall 
the Lord be my God ; 

22 And the place of Ibis stone which 
I have sot for a pillar, shall be the 
plaoe of God's house; and of all that 
thou shalt give me I will surely give 
the tanth unto thee.

10 And it came to pass, when Jacob 
saw Rachel the daughter of Laban 
his mother’s brother, and the sheep 
of Laban his mother’s brother, that 
Jacob went near, and rolled the 
stone from the well’s month, and 
watered the flock of Laban his mo¬ 
ther’s brother.

18 And Jooob loved Rachel; and 
said, I will serve thee seven years 
for Rachel thy younger daughter. 

19 And Laban said, It is better that 
I give her to thee, than that I should 
give her to another man; abide with 
me. 

20 And Jacob served seven years 
for Rachel; and they seemed unto 
him but a few days, for the love he 
had to hor. 

21 And Jacobsaid unto Laban, Give 
unto mo iny wife, that I may go and 
lake hor, for my days of serving thee 
are fulfilled. 

22 And Laban gave her to Jacob, 
and gathered together all the mon of 
the plaoo, and made a feast. 

23 And it oame to pass in the even¬ 
ing, that he took Leah his daughter, 
and brought her to Jacob, and she 
wont in and slopt with him. 

24 And Laban gave unto his daugh¬ 
ter Leah, Zilpnk, his handmaid, to be 
a handmaid for her. 

25 And it oame to pass, that in the 
morning, behold, it was Leah; and 
ho said to Laban, What is this thou 
hast done unto mo? did not I serve 
with thee for Rachel? whereforo then 
hast thou beguiled me? 

26 And Laban said, It must not he 
so done in our oountry, to give the 
youngor bofore tho first-born. 

27 Fulfil her weok, aud we will give 
theo this also for the sorvieo which 
thou shalt serve with me yet sovoo 
other years. 

28 And Jacob did so, and fulfilled 
her week; and he gave him Rachol 
his daughter to wife also. 

20 And Laban gave to Raohol his 
daughter, Bilhah, his handmaid, to be 
her maid. 

36 And ho wont in also and slept 
with Raohol, and he lovod Raohel 
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also, more than Leah, and served 
with Laban yet seven other years. 

31 And when the Lord saw that 
Loab was hated, be opened hoi 
womb; but Raohel was barren. 

32 And Leah ooneeived, and hare a 
son; and she ealled his name Reu¬ 
ben ; for she said, Suroly the Lord 
hath looked upon my affliction; now 
therefore my husbaDd will love me. 

33 And she conceived again, and 
bare a son; and said, Because the 
Lord hath heard that I was hated, 
he hath thereforo given me this son 
also; and she oalled his name 
Simeon.

11 And Leah said, A troop cometh ; 
and she called his name Gad. 

12 And Zilpah Leah’s maid bare 
Jacob a second son. 

13 And Leah said, Ilappy am I, for 
the daughters will call mo blessed; 
and sho called his name Asher. 

14 And Reuben went in the days of 
wheal harvest, and found mandrakes 
in the held, and brought them UDto 
his mother Leah. Then Rachel said 
to Leah, Give me, I pray thee, of thy 
son’s mandrakes. 

15 And she said unto hor, Is it a 
small matter that thou hast taken my 
husband ? and wouldcst thou tako 
away my son’s mandrakes also ? And 
Rachel said, Therefore he shall lie 
with thee to-night for thy son's man¬ 
drakes. 

16 And Jacob came out of the field 
in the evening, and Leah went out to 
meet him, and said, Thou must eomo 
and lio with mo; for surely I have 
hired thee with my son’s mandrakes.

21 And afterwards she bare a 
daughter, and called her name 
Dinah. 

22 And Qod rememborod Rachel, 
and Qod hearkened to her, and open¬ 
ed her womb. 

23 And she conceived, and bare a 
son ; and said, God hath taken away 
my reproaoh; 

24 And sho called his name Jo¬ 
seph; and said. The Lord shall add 
to mo another son. 

25 And it oamo to pass, when Ra¬ 
chel had borne Joseph, that Jacob 
said unto Laban, Send mo away, that 


I may go unto mine own place, and 
to my country. 

26 Give mo my wives and my chil¬ 
dren, for whom I have served thee, 
and let me go; for thou knowest my 
service which I have done thee. 

27 And Laban said unto him, ] 
pray thee, if I have found favour in 
thine eyes, tarry ; for I have learned 
by experience that the Lord hath 
blessed me for thy sake. 

29 And he said, Appoint me thy 
wages, and I will give it. 

29 And he said unto him, Thou 
knowest how I have served thee, and 
how thy cattlo was with me. 

30 For it was little which thou hadst 
before I came, and it is now increased 
unto a multitude ; and the Lord hath 
blessed thee since my coming ; and 
now, when shall I provide for mine 
own house also ? 

31 And he said, What shall 1 give 
thee? And Jacob said, Thou shalt 
not give me anything; if thou wilt 
do this thing for me, I will again 
feed and keep thy flock. 

32 I will pass through all thy floek 
to-day, removing from thence all the 
speckled and spotted cattle, and all 
the brown cattle among the sbeep, and 
tho spotted and speckled among the 
goats; and of auen shall be my hire. 

33 So shall my righteousnesss an¬ 
swer for me in time to come, when it 
shall come for my hire beforo thy 
face; every one that is not speckled 
and spotted among tho goats, and 
brown among the sheep, that shall be 
counted stolen with uie. 

34 And LabAD said, Dchold. I would 
it might be accordiug to thy word. 

35 And ho removed that day the 
ho goats that were ringstreaked and 
spotted, and all the she goats that 
wore speckled and spotted, and every 
ono that had booic white in it, and all 
the brown among tho sheep, and gave 
them into the hand of hia sons. 

36 And he Bot three days’ journey 
betwixt himself and Jacob; and Ja¬ 
cob fed the rest of Laban’s flocks. 

37 And Jacob took him rods of 
green poplar, and of tho hazel and 
ohesnut tree ; and pilled whito streaks 
in them, and made tho whito appear 
whioh was in the inds. 

38 And he set tho rods whioh he 
hud pilled boforo tho flocks in the gut- 
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Ters in tho watering trough? when the 
flock* came to drink, that they should 
conccivo when they came to drink. 

39 And the flocks conceived before 
the rods, and brought forth cattle 
ringstreaked, speokled, and spotted. 

40 And Jacob did separate tho 
lambs, and sot the faces of the flocks 
toward the ringstreuked, and all the 
brown in the flock of Laban ; and ho 
put his own flocks by themselves, and 
put them not uuto Laban’s cattle. 

41 And it camo to pass, whensoever 
the stronger cattle aid conceive, that 
Jacob laid the rods before the eyes of 
tho cattlo in the gutters, that they 
might conceive among tho rods. 

42 Hut when the cattle were feeble, 
be put Ibcin not in ; so the feebler 
were Laban’s, and tho strongor 
Jacob’s. 

43 And tho man increased exceed¬ 
ingly, and bad much cattle, and 
maid servants, and men servants, 
and cumols, and asses. 

CIIAPTEn XXXI. 

Jacob departdh srcrfiljf—Laban vursueth 
him—The covenant at OnUrxl. 

ND he heard the words of La¬ 
ban’s Bona, saying, Jacob hath 
taken away all that was our father's; 
and of that which was our father's 
bath he gollon all this glory. 

2 And Jacob bohold tho countenance 
of Laban, aud, behold, it was not 
toward him as before. 

3 And the Lord said unto Jacob, 
Return unto tho lnnd of thy fathers, 
and to thy kindred; and I will be 
witb thee. 

4 And Jacob sent and called Rachel 
and Leah to the field unto his flook, 

5 And said unto them, I see your 
father’s oountonance, that it is not 
toward mo as before ; but tbc God of 
my father hath been with mo. 

ft And ye kuow that with all my 
power I huvo served your father. 

7 And your father hath decoivcd 
mo, and changed my wuges Ion 
times; but God suffored him not to 
hurt mo. 

8 If ho said thus, Tho speckled 
shall lie thy wages; then all tho cat¬ 
tle bare speckled; and if he said 
thus, The ringsiroakod shall bo thy 
hiro; then bare all tbo cattle ring- 
streaked. 

9 Thus God hath taken away the 


66 

cattle of your father, and given them 
to me. 

10 And it came to pass at the time 
that tho cattle conceived, that I lifted 
up mine eyes, and saw in a dream, 
and, behold, the rams whioh leaped 
upon the cattle were ringstreaked, 
speckled, and grizzled. 

11 And the angel of God spake unto 
me in a dream, saying, Jacoh; and I 
said, Here am I. 

12 And ho said, Lift up now thine 
eyes, and see, all the rams which leap 
upon the cattlo are ringstreaked, 
speckled, and grizzled; for I have 
seen all that Laban doelh unto thee. 

13 I am tho God of Doth-el, where 
thou anointedst the pillar, and where 
thou vowedst a vow unto me; now 
arise, get thee out from this land, and 
roturn unto tho land of thy kindred. 

14 And Rachel and Leah answered 
and said unto him, Is there yet any 
portion or inheritance for us in our 
father’s house ? 

15 Arc we not counted of him 
strangers? for he hath sold us, and 
hath quite devoured also our money. 

16 For all the riches which God 
hath taken from our father, that is 
ours, and our children's; now then 
whatsoever God hath said onto thee, 
do. 

17 Thon Jaooh rose up, and set his 
sons and his wives upon camels ; 

18 And ho carried away all his oat- 
tle, and all his goods which he had 
gotten, the cattle of his getting, 
which he had gotten in Padan-aram, 
for to go to Isaao his father in the 
land of Canaan. 

19 And Laban went to shear his 
sheep; and Rachel bad stolen the 
imagos that were her father’s. 

20 And Jaoob stole away unawares 
to Laban the Syrian, in that he told 
him not that he fled. 

21 So ho fled with all that he had ,* 
and he rose up, and passed over the 
rivor, and set his faoe toward the 
luouut Gilead. 

22 And it was told Laban on the 
third day, that Jacob wn9 fled. 

23 And he took his brethren with 
him, aud pursued after him seven 
days’ journoy; and they overtook 
him in the mount Gilead. 

24 And God oarne to Laban the 
Syrian in a dream by night, and said 
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auto him, Take heed that thou Bpeah 
not to Jacob cither good or bad. 

25 Then Laban overtook Jacob. 
Now Jacob had pitched hia tent in the 
mount; and Laban with hia brethren 
pitched in tho mount of Gilead. 

2f> And Laban said to Jacob, What 
hast thou done, that thou hast stolen 
away unawares to me, and carried 
away my daughters, as captives taken 
with the sword ? 

27 Wherefore didst thou flee away 
secretly, and steal away from me; 
and didst not tell me, that I might 
have sent thee away with mirth, and 
with songs, with tahret, and with 
harp ? 

29 And hast not suffered me to kiss 
my sons and my daughters? thou 
hast now done foolishly in so doing. 

29 It is in the power of my hand 
to do you hurl; but tho God of your 
father spako unto me yesternight, say¬ 
ing, Take thou heed that thou speak 
not to Jacob either good or bad. 

30 And now, though thou wouldest 
needs be gone, because thou sore 
longedst after thy father’s house, yet 
wherefore hast thou stolen my gods ? 

31 And Jacob answered and said 
to Laban, Ilecauso I was afraid; for 
I said, Peradventure thou wouldest 
take by force thy daughters from 
me. 

32 With whomsoever thou findest 
thy gods, let him not live; hefore 
our brethren discern thou what is 
thine with me, and take it to thee. 
For Jacob knew uot that Rachel had 
stolen them. 

33 And Laban went into Jacob's 
tent, and into Leah’s tent, and into 
the two maid servauts’ tents; but he 
found them not. Then went he out 
of Leah’s tent, ana entered into Ra¬ 
chel’s tent. 

34 Now Rachel bad taken tho 
images, and put them in tho camel’s 
furniture, and sat upon them. And 
Laban searchod all the tent, but 
found thorn not. 

35 And she said to her father, Let 
It not displease my lord that I cannot 
rise up before thee ; for the custom of 
womon is upon me. And he searchod, 
but found not the images. 

36 And Jacob was wroth, and cbodo 
with Laban; nnd Jacob answered 
and said to Laban. What is my tres¬ 


pass? what is my sin, that thou hast 
so hotly pursued after me ? 

37 Whereas thou hast searched all 
my stuff, what hast thou found of all 
thy household stuff? set it here before 
my brethren and thy brethren, that 
they may judge betwixt us both. 

38 This twenty years have I been 
with thee; thy ewes and thy she 
goats have not cast their young, and 
the rams of thy flock have I not 
eaten. 

39 That which was tom of beasts 
I brought not unto thee; I bare the 
loss of it; of my hand didst thon 
require it, whether stolen by day, or 
stolen by night. 

40 Thus I was; in the day the 
drought consumed me, and the frost 
by night; and my sleep departed 
from mino eyes. 

41 Thus have I been twenty years 
in thy house; I served thee fourteen 
years for thy two daughters, and six 
years for thy cattle ; and thou hast 
changed my wages ten times. 

42 Except the God of my father, 
the God of Abraham, and the fear of 
Isaac, had beeu with me, surely thou 
hadst sent me away now empty. 
God hath seen my affliction and the 
labour of my hands, and rebuked thee 
yesternight. 

43 And Laban answered and said 
unto Jacob, These daughters are my 
daughters, and theso children are my 
children, and these cattlo are my cat¬ 
tle, and all that thou seest is mine ; 
and what can I do this day unto these 
my daughters, or unto their children 
which they have borne ? 

44 Now therefore come thon, let 
us make a oovenant, I and thou; and 
let it be for a witness between me 
and thee. 

45 And Jacob took a stone, and set 
it up for a pillar. 

46 And Jacob said unto his bre- 
thron, Gather stones; and they took 
stones, and made a heap; and they 
did cat there upon the hoap. 

47 And Laban called it Jcgar-sa- 
hadutha; but Jaoob culled it Galoed. 

4S And Laban said, This heap is a 
witness between me and thee this 
day. Therefore was the name of it 
called Galeed, 

49 And Mispah; for be said. The 
Lord watch between me and thm. 
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whon wo (vro absent one from anothor. 

50 If thou shall afflict my daugh¬ 
ters, or if thou shult lake other wives 
beeido my daughters, no man is with 
us; see, God is witnoflfl betwixt me 
and thee. 

51 And Laban said to Jaoob, Be¬ 
hold this heap, and behold tbia pillar, 
which I have oast betwixt mo and 
thee ; 

52 This heap be witness, and this 
pillar be witness, that I will not pass 
over this heap to thee, and that thou 
eholt not pass over this heap and this 
pillar unto me. for harm. 

53 The God of Abraham, and the 
God of Nahor, the God of their 
father, judge betwixt us. And Jacob 
sware by the fear of his father Isaac. 

54 Then Jacob offorod saorifioo upon 
Lho mount, and called his brethren to 
eat bread; and they did eat bread, 
and tarried all night in the mount. 

55 And early in the morning La¬ 
ban rose up, and kissed his sons and 
bis daughters, and blessed them; and 
Laban departed, and returned unto 
his placo. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

Ja£of>'s vision — He smdeih a present to Esau 

— lie wrestleth with an angel at Pmiel — 

He is called Israel. 

ND Jacob went on his way, and 
the angels of God met him. 

2 And when Jaoob saw them, ho 
said, This is God’s host; and he 
oalled the name of that placo Maha- 
noim. 

3 And Jaoob sent messengers be¬ 
fore him to Esau his brother unto tho 
land of Soir, the country of Edom. 

4 And he oommanded them, saying, 
Thus shall ye speak unto my lord 
Esau ; Thy sorvant Jaoob saith thus, 
T have sojourned with Laban, and 
itnyod there until now; 

5 And I have oxen, and asses, 
Hooks, an l men servants, and women 
servants; and I have sent to tell my 
lord, that I may find grace in tby 
sight. 

6 And the messengers returned to 
Jaoob, flaying, We oame to tby 
brother Eeaa, and also he oometh to 
moot thee, and four bimdrod men 
with him. 

7 Then Jaoob was groatly afraid 
and distressed; and he divided the 
people that was with him, and the 
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flocks, and herds, and the camels, 
into two bands; 

8 And said, If Esau ouuiu to the one 
company, and smile it, then the 
other company which is left shal! 
escape. 

© And Jacob said, 0 God of my 
father Abraham, and God of my 
father Isaac, Ibe Lord which saidst 
unto me, Return unto thy country, 
and to thy kindred, and I will deal 
well with theo; 

10 I am not worthy of the least of 
all tho mercies, and of all the truth, 
which thou hast showod unto thy 
servant; for with my staff I passed 
over this Jordan ; and now I am be¬ 
come two bauds. 

11 Deliver mo, I pray theo, from 
the hand of my hrolher, from the 
hand of Esau; for I fear him, lest he 
will come and smite me, and the 
mothers with the ohildren. 

12 And thou saidst, I will surely do 
theo good, and make thy seed as the 
sand of the sea, which cannot be 
numbered for multitude. 

13 And he lodged there that same 
night; and took of that whioh came 
to his hand a present for Esau hie 
brother; 

14 Two hundred she goats and 
twenty he goats, two hundred ewes 
and twenty rams, 

15 Thirty milch eamols with their 
colts, forty kine and ten bulls, twenty 
she asses and ten foals. 

16 And he delivered them into the 
hand of his servants, every drove by 
themselves; and said unto his serv¬ 
ants, Pass over before me, and put a 
space betwixt drove and drove. 

17 And ho oommanded the fore¬ 
most, saying, When Esau my brother 
moetoth thee, and asketh thee, Bay¬ 
ing, Whose art thou ? and whither 
goest thou? and whose aro these be¬ 
fore theo? 

18 Then thou shalt say, They bo thy 
sorvant Jacob’s; it is a presont sent 
unto my lord Esau ; and, behold, also 
bo is behind as. 

19 And so coraraandod he t* 'second 
and the third, and all that followed 
the droves, saying, On this manner 
shall ye speak unto Esau, when ye 
And him. 

20 And say ye moreover, Behold, 
thy servant Jacob is behind ns. For 
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he said, I will appease him with the 
projent that gocth before ino, and 
afterward I will see his face; perad- 
venture he will accept of me. 

21 So went tho present over before 
nim; and himself lodged that night 
in the company. 

22 And he rose np that night, and 
took his two wives, and his two 
women servants, and his eleven sons, 
and passed over the ford Jabbok. 

23 And he took them, and sent 
them over the brook, and sent over 
that he had. 

21 And Jacob was left alone; and 
there wrestled a man with him until 
the breaking of the day. 

25 And when he saw that he pre¬ 
vailed net against him, he touched 
the hollow of his thigh ; and the hol¬ 
low of Jacob’s thigh was out of joint, 
as he wrestled with him. 

26 And he said, Let me go, for the 
day breaketh. And he said, I will 
not let thee go, except thou bless me. 

27 And he said unto him, What is 
thy name? And he said, Jacob. 

2S And he said, Thy name shall bo 
called no more Jacob, but Israel; for 
as a prince hast thou power with God 
and with men, and hast prevailed. 

29 And Jacob asked him, and said, 
Tell me, I pray thee, thy name. And 
he said, Wherefore is it that thou 
dost ask after my name? And he 
blessed him there. 

.30 And Jncob called the name of 
the place Peniel; for I have seen God 
face to face, and my life is preserved. 

31 And as he passed over Penuel 
the sun rose upon him, and he halted 
npon his thigh, 

32 Therefore the children of Israel 
eat not of the sinew which shrank, 
whioh is upon the hollow of the thigh, 
onto this day; because he touched 
the hollow of Jacob's thigh in the 
sinew that shrank. 

CHAPTER XXXIH. 

The kindness of Jacob and Esau at their 

meeting—Jacob buildeth an altar mJIcrf. El- 

Etohe-Israel. 

ND Jacob lifted up his eyes, and 
looked, and, behold, Esau came, 
and with him four hundred men. 
And he divided tho children nnto

2 And he put the handmaids and 


their children foremost, aDd Leah and 
her children after, and Rachel and 
Joseph hindermo9t. 

3 And he passed over before them, 
and bowed himself to the ground 
seven times, until he came near to 
his brother. 

4 And Esau ran to meet him, and 
embraced him, and fell on his neck, 
and kissed him; and they wept. 

5 And he lifted up his eyes, aDd 
saw the women and the children, and 
said, Who are those with thee ? And 
he said, The children which God 
hath graciously given thy servant 

6 Then the handmaidenscame near, 
they and their children, and they 
bowed themselves. 

7 And Leah also with her children 
came near, and bowed themselves; 
and after came Joseph near and 
Rachel, and they bowed themselves. 

8 And he B&id, What meanest thou 
by all this drove which I met ? And 
he said, These are to find grace in 
the sight of my lord, 

9 And Esau said, I have enough, 
my brother; keep that thou hast 
unto thyself. 

10 And Jacob said, Nay, I pray 
thee, if now I have found grace in 
thy sight, then receive my present at 
my hand; for therefore I have seen 
thy face, as though I had seen the 
face of God, and thou wast pleased 
with me. 

11 Take, I pray thee, my blessing 
that is brought to thee; because God 
hath dealt graciously with me, and 
because I have enough. And he 
urged him, and he took it. 

12 And be said, Let us take our 
journey, and let us go, and I will go 
before thee. 

13 And he said unto him, My lord 
knoweth that the children are tender, 
and the flocks and herds with young 
aro with me; and if men should over¬ 
drive them one day, all the flock will 
die. 

14 Let mv lord, I pray thee, pass 
over before his servant; and I will 
lead od softly, according as the cattle 
that goeth before mo and the ohildren 
be able to endure, until I ooine nnto 
my lord unto Scir. 

15 And Esau said, Let me uuw leave 
with thee some of the folk that are 
with me. Aod he said, Whal needvtk 
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it? let me find grace in the eight of 
my lord. 

16 So Esau returned that day on his 
way unto Seir. 

17 And Jaoob journoyod to Succoth, 
and built him a houae, and made 
booths for his cattle; therefore the 
name of the placo is called Succoth. 

18 And Jaoob came to Sbalem, a 
city of Shechcm, which is in the land 
of Canaan, when ho oame from Padan- 
ararn; and pitchod his lent before 
the city. 

19 And he bought a parcel of a 
held, where he had spread his tent, 
at the band of the children of Ilaiuor, 
Sheehcm's father, for a hundred pieces 
of money. 

29 And bo erected there an altar, 
and called it El-Elobe-Isrucl. 

CHAPTER XJCXIV. 

Dinah u ravished by Shechem — Circumci- 

sion of Hit Shcchemiltt—The tons qf Jacob 

slay than, find spoil (Jieir cily—Jacob re- 

proved) Simeon and Levi. 

XD Dinah the daughter of Leah, 
which she bare unto Jacob, wont 
out to sec iho daughters of the land. 

2 Aud when Shechem the son of 
lluiuor the Ilivite, prinoe of the 
country, saw her, ho took her, and 
lay with her, and defiled her. 

3 And his soul clave unto Dinah 
the daughter of Jacob, and ho loved 
the damsel, and spake kindly unto 
tbo damsel. 

4 And Shechem spake unto his fa¬ 
ther llamor, saying, Get me this 
damsel to wife. 

6 And Jucob heard that he had de¬ 
filed Dinah his daughter; now his 
sous wore with his o&ttte in the Sold; 
and Jacob held his peace until they 
wero come. 

0 And llamor tho fathor of Sheohetn 
went out unto Jacob to oominune with 
h in. 

7 And tho sons of Jaoob oaino out 
of tho Hold when they hoard it; and 
tho iuon were grieved, and they wore 
very wroth, because he had wrought 
folly in Israel in lying with Jaoob’s 
daughter; whioh thing ought not to 
be done. 

8 And llamor communed with them, 
saying, Tho soul of my sou Sheobciu 
longelh for your daughlur; I pray 
you givo her him to wife. 

9 And make ye marriagos with us, 


and give your daughters unto na, and 
take our daughters unto you. 

10 And ye shall dwell with ua; and 
the land shall be before you; dwell 
and trade yo therein, and get you 
possessions therein. 

11 And Shechem said unto her fa¬ 
ther and unto her brethren, Let ms 
find graco in your eyes, and what ye 
shall say unto me I will give. 

12 Ask me never so much dowry 
and gift, and I will give according &i 
ye shall say unto mo; but give me 
the damsel to wife. 

13 And tho sous of Jacob answered 
Shechem and llamor his father de¬ 
ceitfully, and said, because he had 
defiled Dinah their sister; 

14 And they said unto them, We 
cannot do this thing, to give our sis¬ 
ter to one thut is uncircumoiscd ; for 
that were a reproach unto us ; 

15 But in this will we consent unto 
you ; If ye will be a6 we be, that every 
male of you be circumoiscd; 

16 Then will we give our daughters 
unto you, and we will take your 
daughters to us, and we will dwell 
with you, and we will become one 
people. 

17 But if yo will nol hearken unto 
us, to be ciroumcised; then will we 
take our daughter, and we will be 
gone. 

18 And their words pleased Hamor 
and Shechem Haruor’s son. 

19 And tho young man deferred not 
to do the thing, because he had de¬ 
light in Jacob’s daughter; and he 
was more honourable than all the 
houso of his futhor. 

20 And llamor and Sheohem his 
son came unto the gate of their oity, 
and communed with the men of their 
city, saying, 

21 These men are peaceable with 
ua; thorefore let them dwell in the 
land, and trade therein ; for the land, 
behold, it is largo enough for them; 
let us tuke thoir daughters to us for 
wives, and let us give them oar 
daughters. 

22 Only herein will the men oon- 
sent unto us for to dwell with us, to 
be ono people, if every male among 
us ho oiroumoised, as they are oir- 
ou incised. 

23 Shall not thoir oattle and their 
■ubstanoe and every beast of their# 
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be ours? only lot ua consent noto 
theui, and they will dwell with us. 

24 And unto Ilamor and *jDto She* 
chem his son hearkened all ‘.hat went 
out of the gate of hie city ; and overy 
male was circumcised, all that went 
out of the gale of his city. 

25 And it came to pas9 on the third 
day, when they were sore, that two of 
the sods of Jacob, Simeon and Levi, 
Dinah’s brethren, took each man Lis 
sword, and came upon the oity boldliy, 
and slew all the males. 

26 And they slew Ilamor and SLe- 
chem his son with the edge of the 
sword, and took Dinah out of Rhe- 
chem's house, and went out. 

27 The sons of Jacob came upon 
the slain, and spoiled the city, be¬ 
cause they had defiled their sister. 

28 They took their sheep, and their 
oxen, and their asses, and that which 
was in the city, and that whioh was 
in the field, 

29 And all their wealth, and all 
their little ones, and their wives took 
they captive, and spoiled even all 
that was in the house. 

30 And Jacob said to Simeon and 
Levi, Ye have troubled me to make 
me to stink among the inhabitants of 
the land, among the Canaanites and 
the Perizzites; and I being few in 
number, they shall gather themselves 
together against me, and slay me; 
and I shall be destroyed, I and my 
house. 

31 And they said, Should ho deal 
with our sister as with a harlot ? 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

God senieih Jacob to Beth-el—He purgeLh 
his house of idols—He buildeth an altar 
at Beth-el—God bUsselh Jacob at Bethel — 
Rachel dieth—Reuben lieth with Bilhah — 
The. sons of Jacob—Jacob cometh to Isaac at 
Hebron,—The death of Isaac, 

ND God said unto Jacob, Aiiso, 
go up to Beth-el, and dwell 
there; and make thore an altar ulU 
God, that appeared unto thee whon 
thou fleddest from the faoe of Esaa 
thy brother. 

2 Then Jacob said unto his house¬ 
hold, and to all that wero with him, 
Put away the strange gods that are 
among you, and be dean, and ohaege 
your garments; 

3 And let us arise, and go up to 
Beth-el; and I will make thore an 
altar unto God, who answered me in 


the day of my distress, and was witk 
mo in the way which I went. 

4 And they gave unto Jacob all the 
strange gods which were in their hand, 
and all their earrings which were in 
their ears; and Jacob hid (hem un¬ 
der the oak which was by Sheehetn. 

5 And they journeyed ; and the ter¬ 
ror of God was upon the aities that 
wore round about them, and they 
did not pursue after the sons of Jacob. 

6 So Jacob came to Luz whioh is in 
the land of CaDaan, that is, Detb-el, 
he and all the people that were with 
him. 

7 And he built there an altar, and 
called the place El-beth*el ; because 
there God appeared unto him, when 
he fled from the face of his brother. 

8 But Deborah Rebekah’a nurse 
died, and she was buried beneath 
Beth-el under an oak ; and the name 
of it was oalled Allon-bachuth. 

0 And God appeared unto Jacob 
again, when he came out of Padan- 
aram, and blessed him. 

10 And God said unto him, Tby 
name is Jacob ; thy name shall not 
be called any more Jacob, but Israel 
Bhall be thy name; and he called his 
name Israel. 

11 And God said unto him, I am 
God Almighty ; be fruitful and mul¬ 
tiply ; a nation and a company of 
nations shall be of thco, and kings 
shall come out of tby loins : 

12 And tbc land which I gave 
Abraham and Isaao, to thee I will 
give it, and to thy seod after thee 
will I give the land. 

13 And God weDt up from him in 
the place where he talked with him. 

14 And Jaoob set up a pillar in the 
place where he talked with him, even 
a pillar of stone; and he poured a 
drink offering thereon, and he poured 
oil thereon. 

15 And Jaoob oalled tho name of 
the place where God spake with him, 
Beth-el. 

16 And they journeyed from Beth' 
el; and there was but a little way to 
some to Ephrath : and Raohel tra¬ 
vailed, and she had hard labour. 

17 And it came to pass, when she 
was in hard labour, that the tuidwifo 
said unto her.

15 And it came to pass, as her son! 
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was in departing, (for she died,) that 
she called hie name Bcn-oni; but hie 
father called him Benjamin. 

19 And Rachel died, and was buried 
in tbo way to Ephralh, which is 
Bethlehem. 

20 And Jacoh set a pillar upon her 
grave; that is the pillar of Rachel’s 
grave unto this day. 

21 And Israel journcyod, and spread 
bis tent beyond tbo tower of Edar. 

22 And if came to pass, when Is¬ 
rael dwelt in that lund, that Reuben 
went and lay with Bilhah his falher’s 
concubine; and Israel heard it. Now 
the sons of Jacob were twelve; 

23 The sons of Leah; Reubon, 
Jacob’s first-born, and Simeon, and 
Leri, and Judah, and Issachar, and 
Zobulun; 

24 Tho sous of Rachel; Joseph, and 
Benjamin ; 

25 And the sons of Bilhah, Rachel's 
handmaid; Dan, and Naphtali; 

26 And tbe sons of Ziipab, Leah's 
handmaid; Gad, and Asher. Those 
aro the sons of Jacob, which were 
born to him in Padan-aram. 

27 And Jacob came unto Isaac his 
fatbor unto Mamre, unto the oity of 
Arba, whioh is Hebron, where Ahra- 
ham and Isaao Bojourned. 

28 And the days of iBaao were a 
hundred and fourBoore years. 

29 And lHaao gave up tho ghost, 
and died, and was gathered unto his 
people, being old and full of days; 
and hie sons Esau and Jacob buried 
him. 

CHAPTER XXXVL 
Esau't three wives — Bit tans, 

OVV these are the generations of 
Esau, who is Edom. 

2 Emu took hie wives of tho daugh¬ 
ters of Canaan ; Adah tbe daughter 
of Elon tho Ilittitc, and Aholibamah 
the daughter of Anah the daughter 
of Zibeon the Hivite; 

3 And Bashcuiath Ishmael's daugh¬ 
ter, sistor of Nelmjotb. 

4 And Adan bare to Esau Eliphaz; 
and Bashomnth barn Reuol; 

6 And Aholibamah bare Jeush, and 
J&alam, and Korult; these aro tbe 
sons of Esau, which were born unto 
him in tho land of Canaan. 

0 And Esau took his wives, and 
Mi sons, and biB daughters, and all 
the persons of his house, and his 


cattle, and all his beasts, and all hia 
substance, which he had got in the 
land of Canaan ,* and went into the 
country from tho face of his brother 
Jacob. 

7 For their riches were more than 
that they might dwell together; and 
the land wherein they were strangers 
oould not bear them because of their 
cattle. 

8 Thus dwelt Esao in mount Seir; 
Esau is Edom. 

9 And these arc the generations of 
Esau the father of the Edomites in 
mount Seir; 

10 These are the names of Esau’s 
sons; Eliphaz the son of Adah the 
wife of Esau, Reuel the son of BaBhe- 
math tbe wife of Esau. 

11 And the sons of Eliphaz were 
Teman, Omar, Zepho, and Gatam, 
and Kenaz. 

12 And Timna was concubine tc 
Eliphaz Esau's son; and she bare to 
Eliphaz Amalck; these were the sons 
of Adah Esau's wife. 

13 And these are the bods of Renel; 
Nahatb, and Zerah, Shammah, and 
Mizz&h; these were the sons of Ba- 
shemath Eb&u'b wife. 

14 And those wore the sons of Aho¬ 
libamah, the daughter of Anah the 
daughter of Zibeon, Esau's wife ; and 
she bare to Esau Jeush, and Jaarl&m, 
and Korah. 

15 These were dukes of the sons of 
Esau; the sons of Eliphaz the first¬ 
born son of Esau; duke Teman, duke 
Omar, duke Zepho, duke Kenaz, 

16 Duke Korah, duke Gatam, and 
duke Amalck; these are the dukes 
that came of Eliphaz in the land of 
Edom; these were the sons of Adah. 

17 And these are the sons of Rene) 
Esau’s son; duke Nahath, duke Zerah, 
duke Shammah, duke Mizzah ; these 
are the dukes that came of Renel in 
the land of Edom ; these are the sons 
of Bashemath Esau’s wife. 

18 And these are the sons of Aholi¬ 
bamah Esau’s wife; duke JeuBh, duke 
JaAlain, duke Korah; these were the 
dukes that oame of Aholibamah the 
daughter of Anah, Esau’s wife. 

19 Those are the sons of Esao, 
who is Edom, and these are their 
dukes. 

20 These are the sons of Seir the 
Horite, who inhabited the land; Lo- 
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tan, and Shobal, and Zibeon, and 
Anali, 

21 And Dishon, and Ezer, and 
Dishao; these are the dukes of the 
Horites, the children of Seir in the 
land of Edom. 

22 And the children of Lotan were 
Ilori and Hcmam; and Lotan’s sister 
was Timna. 

23 And the children of Shobal were 
these; A)van, and Manahalh, and 
Ebal, Shepho, and Onam. 

24 And those are the children of 
Zibeon; both Ajah, and Anah ; this 
was that Anah that found the mules 
in the wilderness, as he fed the asses 
of Zibeon his father. 

25 And the children of Anah were 
these; Dishon, uod Abolibamah the 
daughter of Anah. 

26 And these are the children of 
Dishon; Ilemdan, and Eshban, and 
Ithran, and Chcran. 

27 The children of Ezer are these; 
Bilhan, and Zaavan, and Aknn. 

28 The children of Dishan are 
these; Uz, and Aran. 

29 These arc the dukos that came 
of the lloritcs; duke Lotan, duke 
Shobal, duko Zibeon, duke Auah, 

30 Duke Dishon, duko Ezer, duko 
Dishan; these are the dukes that 
oamo of Ilori, among their dukos in 
the land of Seir. 

31 And these aro tbc kings that 
reigned in the land of Edom, before 
there reigned any king over tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

32 And Bola the son of Bcor reigned 
in Edom; and the name of his city 
was Dinhabah. 

33 And Bela died, and Jobab the 
son of Zerah of Bozrah reigned in 
his stead. 

34 And Jobab died, and Llusham of 
the land of Tcuiani reigned in his 
stead. 

35 And Ilushaui Jiod, and Iladad 
the son of Bcdad, who smoto Midinn 
in the field of Moab, rciguod in his 
stead; and the name of his oity was 
Avith. 

36 And Iladad died, and Samlah of 
Masrokah reiguod in his stead. 

37 And Samlah died, and Saul of 
Rohobotb by tho rivor reigned in his 
stead. 

38 And Saul died, and Baal-hanan 
the Sun of Achbor roignod in his stead. 


36 And Baal-hanan the son of Aob 
bor died, and Hadar reigned in his 
stead; and the name of his city wae 
Pau; and his wifo's name was Mehe 
tabel, the daughter of Matred, the 
daughter of Mezahab. 

40 And these are the names of the 
dukes that came of Esau, according 
to their families, after their places, 
by their names; duke Timnah, duke 
Alvan, duke Jetheth, 

41 Duke Aholibamah, duke Elah, 
duke Pinon, 

42 Duke Kenaz, duke Toman, duke 
Mibzar, 

43 Duke Magdiel, duke Iram; these 
be the dukes of Edom, according to 
their habitations in the land of their 
possession; he is Esau the father of 
the Edomites. 

CHAPTER XXXV11. 

Joseph hated of his brethren—His two 
dreams—Is sold to the IshmaelUts — He it 

" sold to Fotiphar. 

ND Jacob dwelt in the land 
wherein his father was a stran¬ 
ger, in the land of Canaan. 

2 And this is the history of the 
generations of Jacob. Joseph, being 
seventeen years old, was feeding the 
flock with his brethren ; and the lad 
was with the sons of Bilhah, and with 
the sons of Zilpah, his father's wives ; 
aDd Joseph brought unto his father 
their evil report. 

3 Now Israel loved Joseph more 
than all his children, because he was 
the son of his old age; and he made 
him a coat of many colours. 

4 And when his brethren saw that 
their father loved him more than all 
his brethren, they hated him, and 
could oot speak peaceably onto 
him. 

5 And Joseph dreamed a dream, 
and he told it his brethren ; and they 
hated him yet tho more. 

6 And he said unto them, Iloar, I 
pray you, this dream whioh I hart 
dreamed; 

7 For, behold, we were binding 
sheaves in tho field, and, lo, my sheaf 
arose, and also Btood upright; and, 
behold, your sheaves stood round 
about, and made obeisance to my 
sheaf. 

8 And his brethren said to him, 
Bhalt thou indeed reign over as? or 
ehalt thou indoed have dominion over 
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□a ? And they bated him yet the more I no hand npon him ; that he might 


for his dreams, and for his words. 

0 And he dreamed yet another 
dream, and told it his brethren, and 
said, Dt-hold, I havo dreamed a dream 
more; and behold, the sun and the 
moon and the eleven stars made ohei- 
fttiuue to me. 

10 And he told it to his fathor, and 
to hi.- brethren; and his father re¬ 
belled him, and said unto him, What 
is this dream that thou hast dreamed? 
Shall I and thy mother and thy bre¬ 
thren indeed come to how dowo our¬ 
selves lo thee to the earth ? 

11 And his brethren envied him; 
but his father observed the saying. 

12 And his brethren went to feed 
their father's flock in Shcchem. 

13 And Israel said unto Joseph, 
Do not thy brethren feed the flock in 
Shecheui ? come, and I will send thee 
onto them. And be said to him, Here 
am I. 

l-l And he said to him. Go, I pray 
thee, see whether it bo well with thy 
brethren, and well with the flocks; 
and bring mo word again. So ho 
sent him out of the vale of Hebron, 
and he came to Shcchem. 

15 And a certain man found him, 
and, behold, he was wandering in the 
Cold; and the uian asked him, Bay¬ 
ing, What sockcBt thou? 

10 And ho said, I seek my brothren ; 
tell me, I pray thee, whore they feed 
tbeir flocks. 

17 And tho man said, They are de¬ 
parted hence; for I heard them say, 
Let us go to Dothan. And Joseph 
went alter his brothren and found 
them in Dothan. 

13 And when they saw him afar off, 
even before he came near unto them, 
thoy conspired against him to slay 
him. 

10 And they said one to another, 
Deholi, this dreamer comcth. 

20 C imo now thoroforo, and lot us 
slay him, and cast him into some pit, 
and we will say, Some evil boast hath 
devoured biiu ; and we shall seo what 
will become of his dreams. 

21 And Reuben heard it, and ho 
delivored him out of their bands; and 
said, Lot us not kill him. 

22 And Reuben said unto them, 
Shed no blood, but oust him into this 
pit that Is In the wilderness, and lay 


rid him out of their hands, to deliver 
him to his father again. 

23 And iL came to pass, when Jo¬ 
seph was come unto his brethren, that 
they stripped Joseph out of his coat, 
his coat of many colours that was on 
him; 

24 And thoy took him, and oast him 
into a pit; and the pit was empty, 
there was no water in it. 

25 And they sat down to eat bread; 
and they lifted up their eyes and 
looked, &Dd, behold, a company of 
Ishmaelites came from Gilead, with 
their camels bearing spicery and 
balm and myrrh, going to oarry it 
down to Egypt. 

26 And Juaah said unto his bre 
tbren, What profit is it if we slay 
our brother, and conceal his blood? 

27 Come, and let us sell him to the 
Ishmaelites, and let not our hand he 
upon him; for ho is our brother and 
our flesh; and his brethren were 
content. 

28 Then there passed by Midian- 
ites merchantmen; and they drew 
and lifted up Joseph out of the pit, 
and sold Joseph to tho Ishmaolitei 
for twenty pieccB of silver; and they 
brought Joseph into Egypt. 

29 And Reuben returned unto the 
pit; and, behold, Joseph was not Id 
tho pit; and he rent his clothes. 

30 And he returned unto his bre¬ 
thren, and said, Tho child is not; 
and I, whither shall I go ? 

31 And they took Joseph’s coat, and 
killed a kid of tho goats, and dipped 
the coat in the blood; 

32 And they Bent the coat of many 
colours, and they brought it to thoir 
fathor; and said, This have wo found; 
know now whether it bo thy son’s coat 
or no. 

33 And he know it, and said, It Is 
my son’s coat; an evil beast hath 
devourod him ; Joseph is without 
doubt ront in pieces. 

34 And Jacob rent his olothes, and 
pul sackcloth upon his loins, and 
mourned for his son many days. 

36 And all his sons and all his 
daughters rose up to comfort him; 
but ho refused to be comforted ; and 
ho said, For I will go down into the 
gravo unto my son mourning. Thus 
his father wopl for him.

CHAPTER XXXVIIL 
Birth of Er, Onan, and Shdah—Er mar-

ND it came to pass at that time, 
that Judah went down from his 
brethren, and turned iQto a certain 
Adullamite, whose name was Hirah. 

2 And Judah saw there a daughter 
of a certain Canaanitc, whose name 
was Shuah ; and he took her, and lay 
with her. 

3 And she conceived, and bare a 
son ; and he called his name Er. 

4 And she conceived again, and 
bare a son ; and she called his name 
Onan. 

5 And she yet again conceived, and 
bare a son : and called his name She- 
lah ; and he was at Chezih, when she 
bare him. 

6 And Judah took a wife for Er his 
first-born, whose name was Tamar. 

7 And Er, Judah’s first-born, was 
wicked in the sight of the Lord ; and 
the Lord slew him. 

8 And Judah said unto Onan, Go 
and marry thy brother’s wife, and 
raise up seed unto thy brother. 

9 And Onan knew that the seed 
should not be his; and it came to 
pass, when he married his brother’s 
wife, that he would not lie with her, 
lest he should raise up seed unto his 
brother. 

10 And the thing which ho did die- 

teased the Lord ; wherefore he slew 

im also. 

11 Then said Judah to Tamar his 
daughter-in-law, Remain a widow at 
thy father’s houso, till Sholah my son 
be grown; for he said, Lest perad- 
venture he die also, as his brethren 
did. And Tamar went and dwelt in 
her father’s house. 

12 And in process of time tho 
daughter of Shuah Judah’s wife 
died; and Judah was comforted, and 
went np unto bis sbeep-shearers to 
Timnatn, he and his friend Hirah the 
Adullamite. 

13 And it was told TAmar, saying, 
Behold, thy father-in-law gooth up 
to Timnath to shear his sheep. 

14 And she put ber widow’s gar¬ 
ments off from her, and covered ber 
with a voil. and wrapped horsolf, and 


sat in an open place, which is by the 
way to Timnath ; for she saw that 
Shelah was grown, and she was not 
given onto him to wife. 

15 When Judah saw her, he thought 
her to be a harlot; because she had 
covered her face. 

16 And he turned unto her by the 
way, and said, Go to, I pray thee, let 
me come and lie with thee; (for he 
knew not that she was his daughter- 
in-law;) and she said, What wilt 
thou give me, that thou raayest comt 
and lie with me? 

17 And he said, I will send thee a 
kid from the flock. And she said, 
Wilt thou give me a pledge, till thou 
send it? 

18 And ho said, What pledge shall 
I give thee? And she said, Thy sig¬ 
net, And thy hracelets, and thy staff 
that is in thine hand. And he gave 
it her, and came and slept with her, 
and she conceived hy him. 

19 And she arose, and went away, 
and laid by her veil from her, and 

ut on the garments of her widow- 

ood. 

20 And Judah sent the kid by the 
hand of his friend the Adullamite, to 
receive his pledge from the woman’i 
hand ; but he found her not. 

21 Then he asked the men of that 
place, saying, Where ib the harlot, 
that was openly by the wayside 7 
And they said, There was no harlot 
in this place. 

22 And ho returned to Judah, and 
said, I cannot find her; and also the 
men of the place said, that there was 
no harlot in this place. 

23 And Judah said, Let her take it 
to her, lest we be shamed; behold, I 
sent this kid, and thou hast not found 
her. 

24 And it came to pass about three 
months after, that it was told Judah, 
saying, Tamar thy daughter-in-law 
hath played the harlot; and also, 
behold, she is with child by whore¬ 
dom. And Judah 9aid, Bring her 
forth, and let her be burnt. 

25 When she was brought forth, 
she sent to her father-in-law, saying, 
By the man, whose these are, am I 
with child; and she said, Discern, I 
pray thee, whose are those, the sig¬ 
net, and braoelets, and staff. 

26 And Judah acknowledged them. 
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and said, She hath been more right- | 
eous than I; because that I gave her 
not to Shelah my son. And he knew 
her again no more. 

27 And it came to pass in the time 
of her travail, that, behold, twins 
were in hor womb. 

28 And it came to pass, when she 
travailed, that the one put out his 
hand; and the midwife took and 
bound upon his hand a scarlet thread 
saying, This came out first. 

20 And it came to pass, as he drew 
back his hand, that, behold, his bro¬ 
ther oame out; and she said, How 
hast thou broken forth ? this breach 
be upon thee ; therefore his name wa9 
oallcd Pharez. 

30 And afterward came out his 
brother, that had the scarlet thread 
upon his hand; and his name was 
called Zarah. 

CHAPTER XXXIX. 

Joseph advanced in Phtiphar’i house— He is 
cast in prison . 

ND Joseph was brought down to 
Egypt; and Potiphar, an officer 
of Pharaoh, captain of the guard, an 
Egyptian, bought him of the handB 
of the lshmaelitcs, which had brought 
him down thither. ; 

2 And the Lord was with Joseph, i 
and be was a prosperous man; and 
he was in tho house of his mastortho 1 
Egyptian. 

3 And his master baw that tho Lord 
was with him, and that the Lord 
mado all that he did to prosper in his 
hand. 

4 And Joseph found grace in his 
sight, and ho served him; and he 
mado him ovorsecr over his house, 
and all that he had he put into his 
hand. 

6 And it oatne to pass from the time 
that he bad made him overseer in 
his house, and ovor all that he bad, 
that the Lord blessed tho Egyptian’s 
house for Joseph’s sake; and tho 
blessing of the Lord was upon all 
that he had in the houso, and in tho 
field. 

0 And he loft all that he had in Jo¬ 
seph’s hand; and he know not aught 
he had, save tho bread whiob he did 
eat. And Joseph was a goodly per¬ 
son, and well favoured. 

7 And it oame to pass after these 
things, that his master's wife cast her 
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eyes upon Joseph; and she said. Lie 
with me. 

6 But he refused, and said onto his 
master’s wife, Behold, my master 
knoweth not what is with me in the 
house, and he hath committed all 
that he hath to my hand; 

0 There is none greater in this 
house than I; neither hath he kept 
back anything from me but thee, be¬ 
cause thou art his wife; how then 
can I do this great wickedness, and 
sin against Qod 7 

10 And itcamo to pass, as she spake 
to Joseph day by day, that he heark¬ 
ened not unto her, to lie by her, or 
to be with her. 

11 And it came to pass about this 
time, that Joseph went into the house 
to do his business; and there was 
none of the men of the hoose there 
within. 

12 And she caught him by his gar¬ 
ment, saying, Lie with me; and he 
left his garment in her hand, and fled, 
and got him out. 

13 And it came to pass, when she 
saw that he had left his garment in 
her hand, and was fled forth, 

14 That she oalled unto the men 
of her house, and spake unto them, 
saying, See, he hath brought in a He¬ 
brew unto us to mock ns; he oame 
in unto mo to lie with me, and I 
cried with a loud voice ; 

15 And it came to pass, when he 
heard that I lifted up my voice and 
cried, that ho loft his garment with 
me, and fled, and got him out. 

16 And she laid up his garment by 
her, until his lord came home. 

17 And she spake unto him ac¬ 
cording to these words, saying, The 
Hebrew servant, which thou hast 
brought unto us, came in nnto me to 
mock me; 

10 And it oame to pass, as I lifted 
up my voioe And cried, that he left 
his garment with me, and fled out. 

19 And it came to pass, when his 
master hoard the words of his wife, 
wbioh she spake unto him, saying, 
After this manner did thy servant to 
mo; that his wrath was kindled. 

20 And Joseph’s master took him, 
And put him into the prison, a place 
wherethe king's prisonerswere bound; 
and he was there in the prison. 

21 But the Lord was with 'Joseph, 
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and showed him mercy, and gave 
him favour in Iho sight of the keeper 
of the prison. 

22 And the keeper of the prison 
committed to Joseph’s hand all the 
prisoners that were in the prison; 
and whatsoever they did there, he 
was the overseer of it. 

23 The keeper of tho prison looked 
not to anything that was under his 
hand; because the Lord was with 
him, and that which he did, the Lord 
made it to prosper. 

CHAPTER XU 

The butler and baker of Pharaoh—Joteph 
inleryreteth their dreamt. 

XD it came to pass after these 
things, that the butler of the 
king of Egypt and his baker had of¬ 
fended their lord the king of Egypt. 

2 And Pharaoh was wroth against 
two of his officers, against the chief 
of the butlers, and against the chief 
of the bakers. 

3 And he put them in ward in the 
house of the captain of the guard, 
into the prison, the place where Jo¬ 
seph was bound. 

4 And tho captain of the guard 
oharged Joseph with them, and he 
served them; and they continued a 
season in ward. 

5 And they dreamed a dream both 
of them, each man his dream in one 
night, each man according to tho in¬ 
terpretation of his dream, the butler 
and the baker of the king of Egypt, 
which were bound in the prison. 

6 And Joseph came in UDto them in 
the morning, And looked upon them, 
and, behold, they were sad. 

7 And ho asked Pharaoh's officers 
that were with him in the ward of 
his lord’s house, saying, Wherefore 
look yo so sadly to-day ? 

6 And they said uuto him, We have 
dreamed a dream, and there is no in¬ 
terpreter of it. And Joseph said unto 
them, Do not interpretations belong 
to God? Tell me them, I pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his 
dream to Joseph, and said to him, 
In my dream, behold, a vine was be¬ 
fore mo ; 

10 And in the vine wero three 
branches; and it was as though it 
budded, and hor blossoms shot forth; 
and the clusters thereof brought forth 
ripe grapes; 


11 And Pharaoh’s cup was in my 
hand; and I took the grapes, and 
pressed them into Pharaoh’s oup, 
and I gave the cup into Pharaoh’s 
hand. 

12 And Joseph said onto him, This 
is the interpretation of it; The three 
branches are three days; 

13 Yet within three days shall Pha¬ 
raoh lift up thine head, and restore 
thee unto thy place; and thou shalt 
deliver Pharaoh’s cup into his hand, 
after the former manner when thou 
wast his butler. 

14 Dut think on me when it shall he 
well with thee, and show kindness, I 
pray thee, unto me, and make men¬ 
tion of me unto Pharaoh, and bring 
me out of this house; 

15 For indeed I was stolen away 
out of the laDd of the Hebrews; and 
here also have I done nothing that 
they should put me into the dungeon. 

16.When tnc chief baker saw that 
the interpretation was good, he said 
unto Joseph, I also was in my dream, 
and, behold, I had three white bas¬ 
kets on my head; 

17 And in the uppermost basket 
there was of all manner of bakemeat* 
for Pharaoh; and the birds did eat 
them out of the basket upon my 
head. 

IS And Joseph answered and said, 
This is the interpretation thereof; 
The three baskets are three days; 

19 Yet within three days shall Pha¬ 
raoh lift up thy head from off thee, 
and shall hang then on a tree ; and 
the birds shall eat thy flesh from off 
thee. 

20 And it came to pass the third 
day, whioh was Pharaoh’s birthday, 
that he made a feast unto all his ser¬ 
vants; and he lifted up the head of 
the chief butler and of the chief 
baker among his servants. 

21 And he restored the ohief fcutler 
unto his butlership again; and he 
gave tho cup into Pharaoh's hand; 

22 Dut he hanged the chief baker; 
as Joseph had interpreted to them. 

23 Yet did not the chief butler re¬ 
member Joseph, but forgat him. 

CHAPTER XLI. 

Pharaoh't two dreamt—Josejyh giveth 
ruoh countel—Manasseh and Ephraim. 
XD it cauie to pass at the end of 
two fall years, that Phareoh 
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dreamed; and, behold, he stood by 
the river. 

2 And, behold, there came up out 
of the river Bcven well-favoured kine 
and fat-fleshed; and they fed in a 
meadow. 

3 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after Ihcm out of the river, 
ill-favoured and Ican-fleehed; and 
stood by the other kiue upon the 
brink of the river. 

4 And tho ill-favoured and lean- 
fleshed kine did cat up the seven 
well-favoured and fat kioe. So Pha¬ 
raoh awoke. 

5 And he slept and dreamed tho 
second time; and, behold, seven ears 
of corn camo up upon one stalk, rank 
and good. 

0 And, behold, seven thin earB and 
blueted with tho east wind sprung 
up after them. 

7 And the seven thin ears devoured 
the soven rank and full ears. And 
Pharaoh awoke, and, behold, it was 
a dream. 

8 And it cuine to pass in the morn¬ 
ing that his spirit was troubled; and 
ho scut and called for all the magi¬ 
cians of Egypt, and all the wise men 
thereof; and Pharaoh told them his 
droarn ; but there was none that could 
intcrprol them unto Pharaoh. 

9 Then spako the ehief butler uuto 
Pharaoh, saying, I do remember my 
faults tbiB day ; 

10 Pharaoh was wroth with his ser¬ 
vants, and put me in ward in the 
oaptaiu of ibo guard's house, both 
me und the chief baker; 

11 And we dreamed a dream in ono 
night, 1 and he; wo dreamed each 
man according to tho interpretation 
of his dream. 

12 And there was there with us a 
young man, a Hebrew, sorvant to the 
oaptain of tho guard; and we told 
him, and ho interpreted to us our 
dreams; lo each man according to 
his dream be did interpret. 

13 And it came to pass, as he inter¬ 
preted to us, so it was ; me he roHlorod 
unto mine office, and him ho hanged. 

14 Then Pharaoh sent and called 
Joseph, and t hoy brought him 
hastily out of the dungeon; and he 
shaved himself, and changed his 
raiment, and oaino in unto Pharaoh. 

•5 And Phnranb "aid unto Joseph. 


67 

I have dreamed a droam, and there 
iB none that can interpret it; and I 
have heard say of thee that thou 
oanst understand a dream to inter¬ 
pret it. 

16 And Joseph answered Pharaoh, 
saying, It is not in me; Ood shall 
give Pharaoh an answer of peace. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
In my dream, behold, I stood upon 
the bank of the river; 

18 And, behold, there came np ont 
of the river seven kine, fat-fleshed 
and well-favoured; and they fed in a 
meadow; 

19 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after them, poor and very 
ill-favoured and lean-fleshed, suoh as 
I never saw in all the land of Egypt 
for badness; 

20 And the lean and the ill-favoured 
kine did cat up the first seven fat 
kine; 

21 And when they had eaten them 
up, it could not be known that they 
had eaten them; but they were still 
ill-favoured, as &L the beginning. So 
I awoke. 

22 And I saw in my dream, and, 
behold, seven ears came up in one 
Btalk, full and good; 

23 And. behold, soven ears, withered, 
thin, and blasted with the cast wind, 
sprung up after them; 

24 And the thin ears devoured the 
soven good ears; and I told this unto 
the magicians; but there was none 
that could declare it to me. 

25 And Joseph said unto Pharaoh, 
The dream of Pharaoh is one; God 
hath showed Pharaoh what he is 
about to do. 

26 The Beven good kine are seven 
years; and the seven good ears are 
seven years ; tbo dream is one. 

27 And the Beven thin and ill- 
favoured kine that c&me up after 
them are seven years; and the seven 
empty cars blasted with the east 
wind shall be seven years of famine. 

28 This is the thing which I have 
spokon unto Pharaoh; What God is 
about to do he showeth onto Pha¬ 
raoh. 

29 Behold, thoro come seven years 
of great plenty throughout all the 
land of Egypt; 

30 And there shall arise after them 
•oven vear® cf famine * and 1 \V the 
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plenty shall be forgotten in the land 
of Egypt; and the famine shall con- 
inine the land; 

31 And the plenty shall not be 
Known in the land hy reason of that 
famine following; for it shall be very 
grievous. 

32 And for that the dream was 
doubled unto Pharaoh twice; it is 
because the thing is established by 
God, and God will shortly bring it to 
pass. 

33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look 
out a man discreet and wise, and set 
him over the land of Egypt. 

34 Let Pharaoh do this, and let 
him appoint officers over the land, 
and take up the fifth part of the 
land of Egypt in the seven plenteous 
years. 

35 And let them gather all the food 
of those good years that come, and 
lay up corn under the hand of Pha¬ 
raoh, and let them keep food in the 
cities. 

36 And that food shall be for store 
to the land against the seven years 
of famine, which shall bo in the land 
of Egypt; that the land perish not 
through the famine. 

37 And the thing was good in the 
eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of 
all his servants. 

38 And Pharaoh said unto his 
servants, Can we find such a one as 
this is, a man in whom the Spirit of 
God is? 

39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
Forasmuch as God hath showed thee 
all this, there is none bo discreet and 
wise as thou art; 

40 Thou shalt be over my house, 
and according unto thy word shall 
all my people be ruled; only in the 
throne will I be greater than thou. 

41 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
See, I have set thee over all the land 
of Egypt. 

42 And Pharaoh took off his ring 
from his hand, and put it upon Jo¬ 
seph's hand, and arrayed him in ves¬ 
tures of 6 do linen, and put a gold 
chain ahout his neck ; 

43 And he made him to ride in tho 
second chariot which ho had; and 
they cried before him, Bow the knee; 
and he made him ruler over all the 
Land of Egypt. 

44 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 


I am Pharaoh, and without thee shall 
no man lift up his hand or foot in all 
the land of Egypt. 

45 And Pharaoh called Joseph's 
name Zaphnaih-paaneah; and he 
gave him to wife Asenath the daugh¬ 
ter of Poti-pherah priest of On. 
And Joseph went out over all the 
land of Egypt. 

46 And Joseph was thirty years 
old when he stood before Pharaoh 
king of Egypt. And Joseph want 
out from the presence of Pharaoh, 
and went throughout all the laud of 
Egypt. 

47 And in the seven plenteous 
years the earth brought forth by 
handfuls. 

48 And he gathered up all the food 
of the seven years, which were in the 
land of Egypt, and laid up the food 
in the cities; the food of the field, 
which was round about every city, 
laid he up in the same. 

49 And Joseph gathered corn as 
the sand of the sea, very much, until 
he left numbering; for it was without 
number. 

50 And unto Joseph were born two 
sons, before the years of famine came; 
which Asenath the daughter of Poti- 
pherah priest of On bare unto him. 

51 And Joseph called the name of 
the first-born Manasseh; For God, 
said be, hath made me forget all my 
toil, and all my father's house. 

52 And the name of the second 
called he Ephraim; For God hath 
caused me to be fruitful in the land 
of my affliction. 

53 And the seven years of plente- 
onsness, that was in the land of 
Egypt, were ended. 

54 And the seven years of dearth 
began to oome, according as Joseph 
had said; and the dearth was in all 
lands; but in all the land of Egypt 
there was bread. 

55 And when all the land of Egypt 
was famished, the people cried to 
Pharaoh for bread; and Pharaoh said 
unto all the Egyptians, Go unto Jo¬ 
seph ; what he saith to you, do. 

56 And the famine was over all the 
face of the earth; and Joseph opened 
all the storehouses, and sold unto the 
Egyptians; and tho famine waxed 
sore in the land of Egypt. 

57 And all countries came into 
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Egypt to Joseph for to buy oorn; 
because that the famine was so sore 
in all lauds. 

CHAPTER XLII. 

Jacob srndrth hit ten sms to buy com in 

Effypt — They are imprisoned by Joseph. 
OW when Jacob saw that there 
was corn in Egypt, Jacob said 
unto his eons, Why do ye look one 
upon another ? 

2 And he said, Behold, I have heard 
that there iB oorn in Egypt; got you 
down thither, and buy for us from 
tbence; that we may live, and not 
die. 

3 And Joseph's ten brethren went 
down to buy oorn in Egypt. 

4 But Benjamin, Joseph's brother, 
Jacob sent not with his brethren; for 
he said, Lest peradventure mischief 
befall him. 

5 And the sons of Israel camo to 
buy oorn among those that came; 
for the famine was in the land of 
Canaan. 

6 And Joseph was the governor 
over the land, and he it was that 
sold to all the people of the land: 
and Joseph’s brothren camo, and 
bowed down themselves beforo him 
with their faces to the earth. 

7 And Joseph Baw his brethren, 
and he knew them, but mado him¬ 
self strange unto them, and spake 
roughly unto them; and he said unto 
them, Whence come yc ? And they 
said, From the land of Canaan to 
buy food. 

8 And Joseph knew his brethren, 
but they knew not him. 

9 And Joseph remembered the 
drcamB which he dreamed of them, 
and said unto them, Ye aro spies; to 
lee tho nakedness of the land ye aro 
oomo. 

10 And they said unto him, Nay, 
my lord, but to buy food are thy ser¬ 
vants come. 

11 We Are all one man's sons; we 
are true men; thy servants are no 
spies. 

12 And he said unto them, Nay, 
but to seo the nakedness of the land 
ye are oomo. 

13 And they said, Thy servants are 
twelve brethren, the sons of one man 
in the land of CanaAn ; and, behold, 
the youngest is this day with our 
father, and one is not. 
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14 And Joseph said unto them, 
That is it that I spake unto you, 
saying, Ye are spies; 

15 Hereby ye shall be proved; By 
the life of Pharaoh ye shall not go 
forth hence, oxcept your youngest 
brother come hither. 

16 Send one of you, and let him 
fetch your brother, and ye Bhall be 
kept in prison, that your wordB may 
be proved, whether there be any truth 
in you; or else by the life of Pharaoh 
surely ye are 9pies. 

17 And he put them all together 
into ward three days. 

18 And Joseph said unto them the 
third day, This do, and live; for I 
fear God; 

19 If ye be true men, let one of 
your brethren be bound in the house 
of your prison; go ye, carry corn for 
the famine of your houses; 

20 But bring your youngest brother 
unto me; so shall your words be veri¬ 
fied, and ye shall not die. And they 
did so. 

21 And they Baid, one to another, 
Wo are verily guilty concerning our 
brother, in that we saw the anguish 
of his bouI, when he besought us, and 
we would not hear; therefore is this 
distress come upon us. 

22 And Reuben answered them, 
saying, Spake I not unto you, say¬ 
ing, Do Dot sin against the child; 
and ye would not hear? therefore, 
behold, also his blood is required. 

23 And they knew not that Joseph 
understood thorn ; for he spake unto 
them by an interpreter. 

24 And he turned himself about 
from them, and wept; and returned 
to them again, and communed with 
them, and took from them Simeon, 
and bound him before their eyes. 

25 Then Joseph commanded to fill 
their sacks with corn, and to restore 
every man’s money into his sack, and 
to give them provision for the way; 
aad thus did ne unto them. 

26 And they laded their asses with 
the corn, and departed thence. 

27 And as one of them opened his 
sack to give his ass provender in the 
inn, ho espiod his money; for, be¬ 
hold, it was in his sack’s month. 

28 And he said unto his brethren, 
My money is restored; and, lo, it is 
even in my saok; and their heart 
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failed l lie hi, and they were afraid, 
saying one to another, What is this 
that God hath done unto us? 

29 And they came unto Jacob their 
father unto the land of Canaan; and 
told him all that befell unto them; 
laying, 

30 The man, who is the lord of the 
land, spake roughly to us, and took 
as for spies of the country. 

31 And we said onto him, We are 
true men ; we are no spies; 

32 We be twelve brethren, sons of 
our father; one is not, and the young¬ 
est is this day with our father in the 
land of Canaan. 

33 And the man, the lord of the 
country, said unto us, Hereby shall 
I know that yo are true men ; leave 
one of your brethren here with me, 
and take food for the famine of your 
households, dnd be gone; 

34 And bring your youngest brother 
unto me; then shall I know that ye 
are no spies, but that ye are true 
men; so will I deliver you your 
brother, and ye shall traffic in the 
land. 

35 And it came to pass as they 
emptied their sacks, that, behold, 
every man’s bundle of money was in 
his sack; and when both they and 
their father saw the bundles of 
money, they were afraid. 

36 And Jacob their father said unto 
them, Me have ye bereaved of my 
children ; Joseph is not, and Simeon 
iB not, and ye will tako Benjamin 
away; all these things are against 
me. 

37 And Rcuhen spake unto his 
father, saying, Slay my two 6ons, if I 
bring him not to thee; deliver him 
into my hand, and I wilt bring him 
to thee again. 

38 And he said, My son shall not go 
down with you; for his brother is 
dead, and he is left alono; if mis¬ 
chief befall him by the way in the 
which ye go, then shall ye bring 
down my gray hairs with sorrow to 
the grave. 

CHAPTER XLIII. 

Joseph maketh his brethren a feast. 

ND the famine was sore in the 
land. 

2 And it came to pass, when they 
had eaten up the corn which they 
had brought out of Egypt, their father 


said unto them, Qo again, buy as a 
little food. 

3 And Judah spake unto him, say¬ 
ing, The man did solemnly protest 
unto us, saying, Ye shall not see my 
face, except your brother he with 
you. 

4 If thou wilt send our brother with 
us, we will go down and buy thee 
food ; 

5 But if tbou wilt not send him, we 
will not go down ; for the man said 
unto ns, Ye shall not see my face, 
except your brother he with you. 

6 And Israel said, Wherefore dealt 
ye so ill with me, as to tell the man 
whether ye had yet a brother ? 

7 And they said, The man asked us 
straitly of our stato, and of our 
kindred, saying, la your father yot 
alive ? have ye another brother? and 
we told him according to the tenor 
of these words ; Could wo certainly 
know that he would say, Bring your 
brother down ? 

8 And Judah said unto Israel his 
father, Send the lad with me, and we 
will arise and go; that we may live, 
and not die, both we, and thou, and 
also our little ones. 

9 I will be surety for him; of my 
hand shall thou require him ; if I 
bring him not unto thee, and set him 
before thee, then let me bear the 
blame for ever; 

10 For except we had lingored, 
surely now we had returned this 
second time. 

11 And their father Israel said onto 
them, If it must be so now, do this; 
take of the best fruits in the land in 
your vessels, and carry down the 
man a present, a littlo balm, and a 
little honey, spices and myrrh, natJ 
and almonds ; 

12 And take double money in your 
hand; and the money that waa 
brought again in the mouth of your 
sacks, carry it again in your hand ; 
peradventure it was an oversi ght. 

13 Take also your brother, and 
arise, go again unto tho man ; 

14 And God Almighty give yon 
morcy before tho (nan, that he may 
send away your other brother, and 
Bonjamin. If I be bereaved of my 
ohildren, I am bereaved. 

15 And the men took that present, 
I and they took double money in their 
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bund, and Benjamin; and rose up, , 
and wenl down to Egypt, and sLood 
before Joseidi. 

16 And wnen Joseph saw Benjamin 
with them, he said to the ruler of his 
house, Bring these men home, and 
slay, and make ready; for these men 
shall dine with me at noon. 

17 And the man did as Joseph bade; 
and the man brought the men into 
Joseph's house. 

18 And the men were afraid, be¬ 
cause they wero brought into Joseph's 
house ; and they said, Because of the 
money that was returned in our sacks 
at the first time are wo brought in ; 
that ho may seek occasion against 
us, and fall upon us, and take us for 
bondmen, and our asses. 

19 And they came uear to tho stew¬ 
ard of Joseph's house, and they com¬ 
muned with him, at the door of the 
house, 

20 And said, 0 sir, wo came indeed 
down at the first time to buy food; 

21 And it came to puss, when we 
came to the inn, that we opened our 
Hacks, and, behold, every man’s 
money was in the mouth of his Back, 
our money in full weight; and we 
have brought it again in our hand. 

22 And other money have we brought 
down in our hands to buy food ; we , 
cannot toll who put our money in our I 
sacks. 

23 And bo said, Peace bo to you, 
fear not; your God, and the God of 
your father, hath given you troasuro 
in your saoks ; I had your money. 
And be brought Simeon out unto 
them. 

24 And tho man brought tho moo 
into Joseph’s house, and gave them 
water, and they washed Ihoir foot; 
and he gave tboir asses provender. 

25 And they made ready (he present 
against Joseph came at noon; for 
they heard that tboy should eat broad 
there. 

26 And when Josoph came home, 
they brought him tho present which 
was in their hand into tne house, And 
bowed themselves to him to tho earth. 

27 And he asked them of their wel¬ 
fare, and said, Ib your father well, 
the old man of whom ye spake? Is 
he yet alive? 

28 And thoy uuBwored, Thy servant 
<ar father is in good health, he is yet 
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alive. And they bowed down Iheir 
, heads, and made obeisance. 

29 And he lifted up his eyes, and 
sawhis brother Benjamin, his mother's 
son, and said, Is this your younger 
brother, of whom ye spake unto me? 
And he said, God be gracious onto 
thee, my son. 

30 And Joseph made haste; for his 
bowels did yearn upon his brother; 
and he sought where to weep; and he 
entered into his chamber, and wept 
there. 

31 And he washed his face, and 
went out, and refrained himself, and 
said. Set on bread. 

32 Aud they set on for him by him¬ 
self, and for them by themselves, and 
for tho Egyptians, which did eat with 
him, by themselves; because the 
Egyptians might not eat bread with 
the Hebrews; for that is an abomina¬ 
tion unto the Egyptians. 

33 And they sat before him, the 
first-born according to his birthright, 
and the youngeBt according to his 
youth ; and the men marvelled one 
at another. 

34 And he took and sent messes 
unto them from before him; but 
Benjamin’s mess was five timeB so 
much as any of theirB. And they 
drank, and were merry with him. 

CHAPTER XLIV. 

Joseph's policy. 

ND he commanded tho steward of 
his house, saying, Fill the men's 
sacks with food, as much as they can 
carry, and put every man’s money in 
his sack's mouth, 

2 And put my oup, the silver cap, 
iu the sack’s mouth of the youngest, 
and his corn-money. And he did ac¬ 
cording to the word that Joseph had 
spoken. 

3 As soon as the morning was light, 
the mon were sent away, they and 
their asses. 

4 And when thoy were gone out of 
the oity, and not yet far off, Joseph 
said unto his steward, Up, follow af¬ 
ter tho men; and when thou dost 
overtake them, say unto them, Where¬ 
fore have yo rewarded evil for good ? 

5 Is nut this it in which my lord 
drinketh, aud wheroby indeed he di- 
vineth ? yo have done evil in so doing. 

6 And he overtook them, and he 
spake unto them these same words. 
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7 And they said unto him, Where¬ 
fore eaith my lord these words 7 God 
forbid that thy servants should do 
according to this thing ; 

8 Behold, the money, which we 
found in our Backs’ mouths, we 
brought again unto thee of the land 
of Canaan; how then should we steal 
out of thy lord’s house silver or geld ? 

9 With whomsoever of thy servants 
it be found, both let him die, and we 
also will be my lord’s bondmen. 

10 And he said, Now also let it be 
according unto your words; he with 
whom it is found shall be my servant; 
and yo shall be blameless. 

11 Then they speedily took down 
every man his sack to the ground, 
and opened every man his sack. 

12 At L he searched, and began at the 
eldest, and left at the youngest; and 
the cun was found in Benjamin’s SAok. 

13 Tnen they rent their clothes, 
and laded every man his ass, and re¬ 
turned to the city. 

14 And Judah and his brethren 
camo to Josoph’s house ; for he was 
yet there; and they fell before him 
on the ground. 

15 And Joseph said unto them, 
What deed is this that ye have done ? 
knew ye not that Buch a man as I can 
certainly divine ? 

16 And Judah said, What shall we 
say unto my lord? what shall we 
speak ? or how shall we clear our¬ 
selves ? God hath found out the ini¬ 
quity of thy servants; behold, we 
are my lord’s servants, both we, and 
he also with whom the cup is found. 

17 And he said, God forbid that I 
should do bo ; but the man in whose 
hand the cup is found, he shall be my 
servant; and as for you, get you up 
in peace unto your father. 

18 Then Judah came near unto him, 
and said, 0 my lord, let thy servant, 
I pray thee, speak a word in my lord’s 
ears, and let not thine anger hurn 
against thy servant; for thou art 
even as Pharaoh. 

19 My lord asked his servants, say¬ 
ing, Have ye a father, or a brother 7 

20 And we said unto my lord, We 
have a father, an old man, and a 
child of his old age, a little one; 
and his brother iB dead, and he alone 
Is left of his mother, and his father 
loveth him. 


21 And thou saidsl unto thy ser 
vants. Bring him down unto me, that 
I may set mine eyes upon him. 

22 And we said unto my lord, The 
lad cannot leave his father; for if he 
should leave his father, his father 
would die. 

23 And thou saidst unto thy ser¬ 
vants, Except your youngest brother 
come down with you, ye shall see my 
face no more. 

24 And it came to pass when we 
came up unto thy servant my father, 
we told him the words of my lord. 

25 And oor father said, Go again, 
and buy us a little food. 

26 And we said, We cannot go down; 
if our youngest brother be with us, 
then will we go down ; for we may 
not see tho man’s face, exoept our 
youngest brother be with us. 

27 And thy servant my father said 
unto us, Ye know that my wife bare 
me two sons; 

28 And the one went out from me, 
and I said, Surely he is lorn in pieces; 
and I saw him not since ; 

29 And if ye take this also from 
me, and mischief befall him, ye shall 
bring down my gray hairs with sor¬ 
row to the grave. 

30 Now therefore when I oome to 
thy servant my father, and the lad 
be not with us; seeing that his life is 
bound up in the lad’s life; 

31 It shall oome to pass, when he 
seeth that the lad is not with us, that 
he will die ; and thy servants shall 
bring down the gray hairs of thy 
servant our father with Borrow to the 
grave. 

32 For thy servant beoame surety 
for the lad unto my father, saying, If 
I bring him not unto thee, then I shall 
bear the blame to my father for ever. 

33 Now therefore, I pray thee, let 
thy servant abide instead of the lad 
a bondman to my lord; and let the 
lad go up with his brethren. 

34 For how shall I go up to my 
father, and the lad be not with me 7 
lest pemdventure I see the evil that 
shall oome on my father. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

Joseph is known of his brethren—Re tendtth 
for his faiher—^Jaoub it revived with tiw 
news. 

HEN Joseph could not refrain 
himself before them all that 
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stood by him; and he oried, Cause 
every man lo go out from me. And 
Ibere stood no man with him, while 
Joseph made himBelf known unto hiB 
brethren. 

2 And he wept aloud; and the 
Egyptians and tne house of Pharaoh 
heard. 

3 And Joseph said unto his bre¬ 
thren, I am Joseph; doth my father 
yet live? And bis brethren could 
not aBswer him ; for they were trou¬ 
bled at his presence. 

4 And Joseph said unlo his bre¬ 
thren, Come near to me, I pray you. 
And they oame near. And he said, 
I am Joseph your brother, whom ye 
sold into Egypt. 

6 Now therefore be not grieved, 
nor angry witb yourselves, that ye 
sold mo hither; for Qod did send me 
before you to preserve life. 

6 For these two yenrs hath tho fa¬ 
mine been in the land; and.yet there 
are five years, in tbe which there shall 
noithor be earing nor harvest. 

7 And Qod sent mo before you to 
preserve you a posterity in the earth, 
and to save your lives by a great de¬ 
liverance. 

8 So now it was not you that sent 
me hither, hut God; and he hath 
made me a father to Tharaoh, and 
lord of all his house, and a ruler 
th-'-r'ghout all the land of Egypt. 

9 Haste ye, and go up to my father, 
and say unto him, Thus eaith thy son 
Joseph, God hath made me lord of all 
Egypt; oome down unto me, tarry 
not; 

10 And thou shalt dwell in the land 
of Goshen, and thou shalt be near 
onto me, thou, and thy children, and 
thy children's ohildren, and thy Hooks, 
and thy herds, and all that thou 
hast; 

11 And there will I nourish theo; 
for yet there are five years of famine ; 
lest thou, and thy household, and all 
that thou hast, oome to poverty. 

12 And, behold, your eyes see, and 
the oyes of my brother Benjamin, 
that it is my mouth that speaketh 
unto. you. 

13 A.nd ye shall tell my fathor of 
all my glory in Egypt, and of all 
that yo have seen ; and yo shall haste 
and bring down my father hither. 

14 And be fell upon his brother 
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Benjamin’s neck, and wept; and 
Benjamin wept upon his neclc. 

15 Moreover he kissed all his bre¬ 
thren, and wept upon them; and 
after that his Drethren talked witb 
him. 

16 And the fame thereof was heard 
in Pharaoh’s house, saying, Joseph’i 
brethren are oome; and it pleased 
Pharaoh well, and his servants. 

17 And Pharaoh Baid unto Joseph, 
Say unto thy brethren, This do ye; 
lade your beasts, and go, get you un¬ 
to the land of C&Daan; 

18 And take your father and you) 
households, and come unto me; and 
I will give yon the good of the land 
of Egypt, and ye shall eat tho fat of 
the land. 

19 Now thou art commanded, this 
do ye; take you wagons out of the 
land of Egypt for your little ones, 
and for your wives, and bring your 
father, and oome. 

20 Also regard not your stuff; for 
tho good of all the land of Egypt is 
yours. 

21 And tho ohildren of Israol did 
so; and Joseph gave them wagons, 
according to the commandment of 
Pharaoh, and gave them provision 
for the way. 

22 To all of them he gave each man 
ohanges of raiment; but to Benjamin 
he gave three hundred pieces of sil¬ 
ver, and five changes of raiment. 

23 And to his father he sent after 
this manner; ten asses laden with the 
good things of Egypt, and ten she 
asses laden with corn and bread and 
moat for his father by the way. 

24 So he sent his brethren away, 
and they departed; and he said unto 
them. See that ye fall not out by the 
way. 

25 And they went up out of Egypt, 
and oame into the land of Canaan 
unto Jacob their father, 

26 And told him, saying, Joseph is 
yet alive, and he is governor over all 
tho land of Egypt. And Jacob’s 
heart fainted, for ne believed them 
not. 

27 And they told him all tho words 
of Joseph, whioh he had said unto 
thorn ; and when he saw the wagons 
whioh Joseph had sont to oarry him, 
tho spirit of Jaoob their father re¬ 
vived. 
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29 And Israel said, It is enough ; 
Joseph iny son is yet alive; I will go 
and see hiiu before I die. 

CHAPTER XLVJL 

Jacob it comforted—He goeih into Ifyypt — 
Ttu, number of bis family—Rachtl only 
called Jacob'* wife—Joseph meetelh Jacolc 
ND Israel took his journey wiih 
all that ho had, and came to 
Bcer-sheba,and offered sacrifices unto 
the God of his father Isaac. 

2 And God spake unto Israel in the 
visions of the night, and said, Jacob, 
Jacob. And he said, Here am I. 

3 And he said, I am God, the God 
of thy father; fear not to go down 
into Egypt; for I will there make of 
thee a great nation. 

4 I will go down with thee into 
Egypt; and I will also surely bring 
thee up again ; and Joseph shall put 
bis hand upon thine eyes. 

5 And Jaoob rose up from Beer- 
sheba ; and the sons of Israel carried 
Jacob their father, and their littlo 
ones, and their wives, in tho wagons 
which Pharaoh had sent to carry 
him. 

6 And they took their cattle, and 
their goods, which they had gotten 
in the land of Canaan, and came 
into Egypt, Jacob, and all his seed 
with him; 

7 His sons, and his sons' sons with 
him, his daughters, and his sons' 
daughters, and all his seed brought 
he with him into Egypt. 

S And these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came into 
Egypt, Jacob and his sons ; Reuben, 
Jacob's first-born. 

0 And the sons of Reuben; Hanoch, 
and Phallu, and Hezron, and Carmi. 

10 And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, 
and Jamin, and Ohad, and Jachin, 
and Zohar, and Shaul the son of a 
Canaanitish woman. 

11 And the sons of Levi; Gersbon, 
Kohath, and Merari. 

12 And the eons of Judah; Er, and 
Onan, and Shelah, and Pharez, and 
Zarah; but Er and Onan died in tho 
land of Canaan. And the sons of 
Pharez were Hezron and Hamul. 

13 And the sons of Issachar: Tola, 
and Phuvah, and Job, and Shiinron. 

14 And the sons of Zobulun ; Sered, 
and Elon, and Jahleel. 

16 These be the sons of Leah, 


whioh she bare unto Jacobin Padan- 
aram, with his daughter Dinah : nil 
the souls of his sons and his dau;jk- 
ters were thirty and three. 

16 And the sons of Gad ; Ziphion, 
and Haggi, Shuni, and Ezbon, Eri, 
and Arodi, and Areli. 

17 And the sons of Asher; Jimnah, 
and Ishuah, and Isui, and Bcriah, 
and Scrah their sister; and the sons 
of Bcriah; Hebcr, and Malchiel. 

19 These are the sons of Zilpah, 
whom Laban gave to Leah his 
daughter ; and these she bare unto 
Jacob, even sixteen sonls. 

19 Tho sons of Rachel Jacob's wife; 
Joseph and Benjamin. 

20 And unto Joseph in the land of 
Egypt were bom Manaeseh and 
Ephraim, which Ascnath the daugh¬ 
ter of Poti-pherah priest of On bare 
unto him. 

21 And the sons of Benjamin were 
Belah,and Becher, and Ashbel, Gera, 
and Naaman, Ehi, and Rosh. Mup- 
pim, and Iluppiin, and Ard. 

22 These are the sons of Rachel, 
which were born to Jacob; all the 
souls were fourteen. 

23 And the sons of Dan ; Hushim. 

24 And the sons of Naphtali; 
Jahzcel, and Ouni, and Jezer, and 
Shillem. 

25 These are the sons of Bilhuh, 
which Laban gave unto Rachel his 
daughter, and she bare these unto 
Jacob; all the souls wero seven. 

26 All the souls that came with 
Jaoob into Egypt, which >ame out of 
his loins, besides Jacob’s sons’ wives, 
all the souls were threescore and 
9ix; 

27 And the sons of Joseph, whioh 
were borno him in Egypt, were two 
souls ; all the souls of the house of 
Jacob, which came into Egypt, were 
threescore and tcu. 

29 And he sent Judah before him 
nnto Joseph, to direct his face unto 
Goshen; and they came into the land 
of Gosbon. 

29 And Joseph made ready his oha- 
riot, and went up to meet Israel hie 
father, Lo Gosbeu, and preseuied him¬ 
self unto him; and bo foil on his 
neck, And wept on his neck a good 
while. 

30 And Israel sAid unto Joseph, 
Now let me die, since I have seen 
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laoe, because thou art yot alive. 

31 And Joseph said unto his bre¬ 
thren, and unto his fathcr’fl house, I 
will go up, tmd show Pharaoh, and 
say unto him, My brethren, and my 
father's house, which were in the land 
of Canaan, are come unto me; 

32 And the men are shepherds, for 
their trado hath been to feed cuttle; 
and they have brought their flocks, 
and their herds, and all that they 
have. 

33 And it shall come to pass, when 
Pharaoh shall call you, ana shall say, 
What is your occupation ? 

34 That ye shall say, Thy servants' 
trade hath been about cattle from our 
youth oven until now, both we, and 
also our fathers; that ye may dwell 
in the land of Qoshen; for every 
shepherd is an abomination unto the 
Egyptians. 

CHAPTER XLVII. 

Joseph presenteth Jive, of hit brethren, and 

his faUitr , before I*haraoh — Jacob's age — 

He svxarcUi Joseph Vo bury him with hit 

fathers. 

HEN Joseph came and told Pha¬ 
raoh, ana said, My father and 
my brethren, and their flocks, and 
their herds, and all that they have, 
are coine out of the land of Canaan; 
and, behold, they are in the land of 
QoBhen. 

2 And betook somoof his brethren, 
even five men, and presented them 
unto Pharaoh. 

3 And Pharaoh said unto his bre¬ 
thren, What is your occupation ? And 
they said unto Pharaoh, Thy sorvants 
are shepherds, both we, and al90 our 
fathers. 

4 They said moreover unto Pha¬ 
raoh, For to sojourn in the land aro 
wo come; for thy servants have no 
pasture for their Hooks; for the fa¬ 
mine is sore in the land of Canaan ; 
now therefore, we pray thee, lot thy 
servants dwell in tboland of Goshen. 

6 And Pharaoh spako unto Josoph, 
saying, Thy father and thy brothren 
are como unto theo ; 

o Tho land of Egypt is before thee: 
in the best of the land mako thy la¬ 
ther and brethren to dwell; in the 
land of (loshon let thorn dwelt ; and 
if thoa knowest any mon of aotivity 
among them, thon make them rulers 
over my cattle. 


7 And Joseph brought in Jacob his 
father, and set him before Pharaoh; 
and Jacob blossed Pharaoh. 

8 And Pharaoh said unto Jacob, 
How old art thou ? 

9 And Jacob said unto Pharaoh, 
Tho days of tho years of my pilgrim¬ 
age are a hundred and thirty yeart; 
few and evil have the days of the 
years of my life heen, and have not 
attained unto the days of the years 
of the life of my fathers in the days 
of their pilgrimage. 

10 Ami Jacob blessed Pharaoh, and 
went out from hefore Pharaoh. 

11 And Joseph placed his father and 
his brethren, and gave them a pos¬ 
session in tho land of Egypt, in the 
best of the land, in the land of Ramo¬ 
ses, as Pharaoh had commanded. 

12 And Joseph nourished his father, 
and his brethren, and all his father’s 
household, with bread, according to 
their families. 

13 And there was no bread in all 
the land; for the famine was very 
sore, so that the land of Egypt and 
all the land of Canaan fainted by 
reason of the famine. 

14 And Joseph gathered up all the 
money that was found in tho land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, 
for tne corn whioh they hought; and 
Joseph brought tho money into Pha¬ 
raoh’s house. 

15 And when money failed in the 
land of Egypt, and in tho land of 
Canaan, all the Egyptians caino unto 
Joseph, and said, Give us'broad ; for 
why should we die in thy presence ? 
for the money failetb. 

10 And Joseph said, Give your cat¬ 
tle ; and I will give you for your oat- 
tle, if money fail. 

17 And they brought their cattle 
unto Josoph; and Joseph gave them 
bread in exchange for horses, and for 
tho flooks, and for the oattle of the 
herds, and for the asses; and ho fed 
them with broad for all thoir cattle 
for that year. 

18 When that year was ended, they 
oame unto him the second year, and 
said unto him, We will not hide It 
from my lord, how that oqr money ii 
spent; my lord also hath our herds 
of oattle; there is not aught left io 
tho sight of my lord, but our boditi 
and our lands; 
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19 Wherefore shall we die before 
.hine eyes, both we and our land? 
ouy us and our land for bread, and 
*e and our land will be servants unto 
Pharaoh; and give us seed, that we 
may live, and not die, that the land 
be Dot desolate. 

20 And Joseph bought all the land 
of Egypt for Pharaoh ; for the Egyp¬ 
tians sold every man his field, because 
the famine prevailed over them; so 
the land became Pharaoh's. 

21 And as for the people, ho re¬ 
moved them to oities from one end 
of the borders of Egypt even to the 
other end thereof. 

22 Only the land of the priests 
bought he not; for the priests had a 
portion assigned them of Pharaoh, 
and did eat their portion which Pha¬ 
raoh gave them; wherefore they sold 
not their lands. 

23 Then Joseph said unto the people, 
Behold, I have bought you this day 
and your land for Pharaoh ; Io, here 
is seed for you, and ye shall sow the 
land. 

24 And it shall come to pass in the 
increase, that ye shall give the fifth 
part unto Pharaoh, and four parts 
shall be your own, for seed of the 
field, and for your food, and for them 
of your households, and for food for 
your little ones. 

25 And they said, Tbou hast 6aved 
our lives; let us find grace in the 
eight of my lord, and we will be 
Pharaoh's servants. 

26 And Joseph made it a law over 
the land of Egypt unto this day, that 
Pharaoh should have the fifth part; 
except the land of the priests only, 
which became not Pharaoh’s. 

27 And Israel dwelt in the land of 
Egypt, in the oountry of Goshen: 
and they had possessions therein, and 
grew, and multiplied exceedingly. 

28 And Jacob lived in the land of 
Egypt seventeen years ; so the whole 
age of Jacob was a hundred forty and 
seven years. 

29 And the time drew nigh that 
Israel must die; and be oallcd his 
Bon Joseph, and said unto him, If 
now I have found gruee in thy sight, 
put, I pray thee, thy baud under my 
thigh, and deal kindly and truly with 
me; bury me not, I pray thee, in 
Egypt; 


30 But I will lie with my fathers, 
and thou shalt carry me out of 
Egypt, and bury me in their bury- 
ing-place. And he said, I will do as 
thou hast said. 

31 And he said, Swear unto me. 
And he sware unto him. And Israel 
bowed himself upon the bed’s head. 

CHAPTER XLTm. 

Joseph visitdh his sick father—Jacob blestdh 
Ephraim and Manasseh—He prophesieth 
their return to Canaan. 

ND it came to pass after these 
things, that it was told Joseph, 
saying, Behold, thy father is sick; 
and he took with him his two sons, 
Manasseh and Ephraim. 

2 And it was told Jacob, saying, 
Look, and behold, thy son Joseph 
cometh unto thee; and Israel strength¬ 
ened himself, and sat upon the bed. 

3 And Jacob said unto Joseph, God 
Almighty appeared unto me at Luz in 
the land of Canaan, and blessed me, 

4 And said unto me, Behold, I will 
make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
saith the Lord, and I will make of 
thee a multitude of people: and will 
give this land to thy seed after thee, 
for an everlasting possession. 

5 And now, of thy two sons, Ephraim 
and Manasseh, which were born unto 
thee in the land of Egypt, before I 
came unto thee into Egypt; behold, 
they are mine, and the God of my fa¬ 
thers shall bles9 them ; even as Reu¬ 
ben and Simeon they shall be blessed, 
for they are mine; wherefore they 
shall be called after my name. (There¬ 
fore they were called Israel.) 

6 And thy issue which thou begettest 
after them, shall be thine, and shall 
be called after the name of their bre¬ 
thren in thoir inheritance, in the 
tribes ; therefore they were called the 
tribes of Manasseh and of Ephraim. 

7 And Jacob said unto Joseph when 
the God of my fathers appeared unto 
me in Luz, in the land of Canaan; 
he sware unto me, that he would give 
unto me, and unto my seed, the land 
for an everlasting possession. 

8 Therefore, 0 my son, he hath 
blessed me in raising thee up to be a 
sorvant unto me, in saving my house 
from death ; 

9 In delivering my people, thy bre¬ 
thren, from famine wnioh was sore in 
the laud; wherefore the God of thy 
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fathers shall bless thee, and the Trait 
of "thy loins, that they shall be blessed 
above thy brethren, and thy father's 
house; 

10 For thou hast prevailed, and thy 
father's house has oowed down unto 
thee, even as it w&b shown unto thee, 
before thou was sold into Egypt by 
the hands of thy brethren; where¬ 
fore thy brethren shall bow down unto 
thee, from generation to generation, 
unto the fruit of thy loins forever; 

11 For thou shall be a light unto my 
people, to deliver them in the days of 
their captivity, from bondage; and 
to bring salvation unto them, when 
they are altogether bowed down under 
sin. 

12 And therefore, as for me, when I 
came from Padan, Rachel died by me 
in tho land of Canaan, in the way 
when we were yet but a littlo way to 
’nine unto Ephrath; and I buried 
her there in the way of Ephrath; the 
same is called Bethlehem. 

13 And Israel beheld Joseph's sons, 
and said. Who are these ? 

14 And Joseph said unto his fathei, 
They are my sons, whom God hath 
given me in this land. 

15 And he said, Bring them, I pray 
thee, unto me, and I will bless them. 

10 Now the eyes of Israel were dim 
for uge, so that he oould not see well. 
And he brought them near unto him; 
and he kiasod them, and embraced 
them. 

17 And Israel said unto Joseph, I 
had not thought to see thy face; 
and, lo, God hath showed me also 
thy seed. 

18 And Joseph brought them out 
from botweoD nis knees, and he bow¬ 
ed himself with Lub faoo to the earth. 

19 And Joseph took them both, 
Ephraim in his right hand toward 
Israel's left hand, and Manasseh in 
his left hand toward Israel’s right 
hand, &Dd brought them near unto 
him. 

20 And Israel stretched out his 
right hand, aud laid it upon Eph¬ 
raim’s head, who was tbo youngor, 
and his left hand upon Manassoh’a 
head, guiding his hauds wittingly; 
for Manasseh was the first-born. 

21 And he blessed Joseph, and said, 
God, before whom my fathers Abra¬ 
ham and iBaao did walk, tho God 


n 

which fed me all my life long unto 
this day, 

22 The Angel which redeemed mo 
from all evil, bless the lads; and let 
my name be Darned on them, and 
the name of my fathers Abraham and 
Isaac; and let them grow into a mul¬ 
titude in the midst of the earth. 

23 And when Joseph saw that his 
father laid his right hand upon the 
head of Ephraim, it displeased him; 
and he held up his father’s hand, to 
remove it from Ephraim's head unto 
Manasseh's head. 

24 Aod Joseph said unto his father, 
Not so, my father; for this is the first¬ 
born ; put thy right hand upon his 
head. 

25 And his father refused, and said, 
I know it, my son, I know it; he 
also shall become a people, and he 
also shall be great; but truly his 
younger brother shall be greater than 
he, and his seed shall become a mul¬ 
titude of nations. 

26 And he blessed them that day, 
saying, In thee shall Israel bless, say¬ 
ing, God make thee as Ephraim and 
as Manasseh; and he set Ephraim 
before Manasseh. 

27 And Israel B&id unto Joseph, 
Behold, I die; but God shall bo with 
you, and bring you again unto the 
land of your fathers. 

28 Moreover I have given to thee 
one portion above thy brethren, which 
I took out of the hand of the Amor- 
ite with my sword and with my 
how. 

CHAPTER XLIX. 

Jacob blascth hit temt — He diet Pk. 

ND Jacob called unto his sons, 
and said, Gather yourselves to¬ 
gether, that I may tell you what shall 
befall you in the last days. 

2 Gather yourselves together, and 
hear, ye Bons of Jacob; and hearken 
unto Israel your father. 

3 ReubcD, thou art my first-born, 
my might, and the beginning of my 
strength, the oxoellency of dignity, 
aud the excellency of power; 

4 Unstable as water, thou shalt not 
excel; because thou wentest up to 
thy father’s bod ; then dofilodst thon 
it; he went up to my couoh. 

5 Simeon and Levi are brethren; 
instruments of cruelty are in their 
habitations. 
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6 0 my soul, come not thou into 
their secret; unto their assembly, 
mine honour, be not thou united; for 
in their anger they Blew a man, and in 
their self-will theydigged down a wall. 

7 Cursed be their anger, for it was 
fieroe; and their wrath, for it was 
oruel; I will divide them in Jacob 
and scatter them in Israel. 

8 Judah, thou art he whom thy 
brethren shall praise; thy hand shall 
be in the neck of thine enemies; thy 
father's children shall bow down be¬ 
fore thee. 

9 Judah is a lion's whelp; from the 
prey, my son, thou art gone up; ho 
stooped down, he couched as a lion, 
and as an old lion; who shall rouse 
him up ? 

10 The sceptre shall not depart 
from Judah, nor a law-giver from 
between his feet, until Shiloh come ; 
and nnto him shall the gathering of 
the people bo. 

11 Binding his foal unto the vine, 
and his ass's colt unto the choice 
vine; he washed his garments in 
wine, and his clothes in the blood of 
grapes; 

12 His eyes shall be red with wine, 
and bis teeth white with milk. 

13 Zebulun shall dwell at the ha¬ 
ven of the sea; and shall bo for a 
haven of ships; and his border shall 
be onto Zidon. 

14 Issachar is a strong ass couch¬ 
ing down between two burdens; 

16 And ho saw that rest was good, 
and the land that it was pleasant; 
and bowed his shoulder to Dear, and 
became a servant unto tribute. 

16 Dan shall judge bis people, as 
one of the tribes of Israel. 

17 Dan shall be a serpent by tho 
way, an adder in the path, that biteth 
the horse heels, so that his rider shall 
fall backward. 

18 1 have waited for thy salvation, 
0 Lord. 

19 Oad, a troop shall overcome 
him; but he shall overcome at the 
last. 

20 Out of Asher his bread shall be 
fat, and he shall yield royal dainties. 

21 Naphtali is a hind let loose; ho 
giveth goodly words. 

22 Josoph is a fruitful bough, evon 
a fruitful bough by a woll; whose 
branches run ovor the wall ; 


23 The archers have eoroly grieved 
him, and shot at him, and hated him, 

24 But his bow abode in strength, 
and the arm6 of his h&Dds were made 
strong by the hands of the mighty 
God of Jacob; (from thence is the 
shepherd, the stone of Israel;) 

26 Even by the God of thy father, 
who 6hall help thee; and by the 
Almighty, who shall bless thee with 
blessings of heaven above, blessings 
of the deep that lietb under, blessings 
of the breasts, and of the womb; 

2G The blessings of thy father have 
prevailed above the blessings of my 
progenitors unto the utmost bound of 
the everlasting hills; they shall be on 
the head of Joseph, and on the crown 
of the head of him that was separate 
from his brethren. 

27 Benjamin shall raven as a wolf; 
in the morning he shall devour the 
prey, and at night he shall divido 
the spoil. 

28 All these are tho twelve tribes 
of Israol; and this is it that their 
father spake unto them, and blessed 
them; every one according to his 
blessing he blessed them. 

29 And he charged them, and said 
unto them, I am to be gathered un 
to my people; bury me with my fa¬ 
thers iu the cave that is in the field 
of Ephron the Ilittite, 

30 In the cave that is in the field of 
Machpelah, which is before Mamre, 
in the land of Canaan, which Abra¬ 
ham bought with tho field of Ephron 
the Hittito for a possession of a 
burying-place. 

31 There they buried Abraham and 
Sarah hie wife; there they buried 
Isaac and Rcbckah his wife; and 
there I baried Leah. 

32 The purchase of the field and of 
the cave that is therein was from the 
children of Heth. 

33 And when Jacob had made an 
end of commanding his sons, he ga¬ 
thered up his feet into the bed, and 
yioldod up the ghost, and was gather¬ 
ed unto his people. 

CHAPTER L. 

The mourning for Jacob—The ^funeral — Jo 
teph camforteth hii brethren—Ut yrophe- 
rieth —He dieth. 

ND Joseph fell upon his father’s 
face, and wept upon him, and 
kissed him. 




CHAPTER L. 


3 And Joseph commanded his ser¬ 
vants the physicians to embalm hia 
father; and the physicians embalmed 
Israel. 

3 And forty days wore fulfilled for 
him ; for so are fulfilled the days of 
those which arc embalmed ; and tho 
Egyptians mourned for him three¬ 
score and ten days. 

4 And when the days of his mourn¬ 
ing were past, Joseph spake unto the 
house of Pharaoh, saying, If now I 
have found grace in your eyes, speak, 
I pray you, in the ears of Pharaoh, 
saying, 

5 My father made me swear, saying, 
Lo, I die; in my grave which I have 
digged for me in the land of Canaan, 
there shalt thou bury me. Now 
therefore lot mo go up, I pray thee, 
and bury my father, and I will come 
again. 

6 And Pharaoh said, Go up, and 
bury thy father, according as he made 
thee swear. 

7 And Joseph went up to bury his 
father; and with him went up all the 
servants of Pharaoh, the elders of his 
house, and all the oldcrB of the land 
of Egypt, 

8 Ana all the house of Joseph, and 
his brethren, and his fathor'a house; 
only their little ones, and their flocks, 
and their horda, they left in tho land 
of Goahcn. 

9 And there wont up with him both 
chariots and horsemen; and it was a 
very great company. 

10 And they came to the threshing- 
floor of At ad, which is beyond Jordan ; 
and there they mourned with a great 
and very sore lamentation ; and he 
mndo a mourning for his father seven 
days. 

11 And when the inhabitants of the 
land, the Cnnaanitcs, saw the mourn¬ 
ing in the floor of Atad, they said, 
This is a grievous mourning to the 
Egyptians ; wherefore tho name of it 
was called Abol-inizraim, which is 
beyond Jordan. 

12 And his sons did unto him 
according as ho commanded them ; 

13 For his sons carried him into the 
land of Canaan, and buried him id 
the cave of the field of Mnchpoloh, 
which Abraham bought with the field 
for a possession of a burying-placc of 
Ephron the ITitlite, before Mature. 
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14 And Joseph returned into Egypt, 
he, and his brethren, and all that 
went up with him to bury his father, 
after he had buried Lis father. 

15 And when Joseph's brethren saw 
that their father was dead, they said, 
Joseph will poradventure hate us, 
and will certainly requite us all the 
evil which we did unto hmi. 

16 And they sent a messenger unto 
Joseph, saying, Thy father did com¬ 
mand before he died, saying, 

17 So shall ye say unto Joseph, 
Forgive, I pray thee now, the trespass 
of thy brethren, and their sin; for 
they did unto thee evil; and now, we 
pray thee, forgive the trespass of the 
servants of the God of thy father. 
And Joseph wept when they spake 
unto him. 

18 And his brethren also went and 
fell down before his face; and they 
said, Behold, we be thy servants. 

19 And Joseph said unto them, Fear 
not; for am I in the place of God ? 

20 But as for you, ye thought evil 
against me; but God meant it unto 
good, to bring to pass, as it is this 
day, to save much people alive. 

21 Now therefore fear ye not; I will 
nourish you, and your little odcb. 
And he comforted them, and spake 
kindly unto them. 

22 And Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he, 
and his father's house; and Joseph 
lived a hundred and ten years. 

23 And Joseph saw Ephraim’s 
children of the third generation ; the 
children also of Macbir the son of 
Mnnasseh were brought up upon 
Joseph’s kneep. 

24 And Joseph said unto his bre¬ 
thren, I die, And go unto my fathers; 
and I go down to my grave with joy. 
Tho God of my father Jacob be with 
you, to deliver you out of affliction in 
the days of your hondage: for the 
Lord hath visited me, and I have 
obtained a promise of the Lord, that 
out of the fruit of my loins, the Lord 
God will raise up a rightoous branch 
out of my loins ; and unto thee, whom 
my father Jacob hath named Israel, 
a prophet; (not tho Mcpsinh who is 
called Shilo ;) and this prophet shall 
deliver my people out of Egypt in 
the days of thy bondage. 

25 And it shall ouino to pass that 
they shall be scattered again ; and a 
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crunch shall be broken off, and shall 
be carried into a far country; never¬ 
theless they shall be remembered in 
the covenants of the Lord, when the 
Messiah oometh ; for he shall be made 
manifest unto them in the latter 
days, in the Spirit of power; and 
shall bring them out of darkness into 
light; out of hidden darkness, and 
oat of captivity unto freedom. 

26 A seer shall the Lord my God 
raise np, who Bhall be a choice seer 
unto the fruit of my loins. 

27 Thus saith the Lord God of my 
fathers unto me, A choice seer will I 
raise np out of the fruit of thy loins, 
and he shall be esteemed highly 
among the fruit of thy loins, his 
brethren; and unto him will I give 
commandments that he shall do a 
work for the fruit of thy loins. 

28 And he shall bring them to the 
knowledge of the covenants which I 
have made with thy father; and he 
shall do whatsoever work I shall com¬ 
mand him. 

29 And I will make him great in 
mine eyes, for he shall do my work; 
and he shall be great like unto him 
whom Ihavosaid I would raise up unto 
you, to deliver my people, 0 house of 
Israel, out of the land of Egypt; for a 
seer will I raise up to deliver my people 
out of the land of Egypt; and he shall 
be called Moses. And by thiB name 
he shall know that he is of thy house; 
for he Bhall be nursed by the king’s 
daughter, and shall be oalled her son. 

30 And again, a seer will I raise up 
out of the fruit of thy loins, and unto 
him will I give power to bring forth 
my word unto the seed of thy loins; 
and not to the bringing forth of my 
word only, saith the Lord, but to the 
convincing them of my word, which 
shall have already gone forth among 
them in the last days; 

31 Wherefore the fruit of thy loins 
shall write, and the fruit of the loins 
of Judah shall write; and that which 
shall be written by the fruit of thy 
loins, and also that which shall be 
written by the fruit of the loins of 
Judah, shall grow together unto the 
oonfouuding of false doctrines, and 
laying down of contentions, and 
establishing peace among the fruit 
of thy loins, and bringing them to a 


knowledge of their fathers In the 
latter days; and also to the knowledge 
of my covenants, saith the Lord. 

32 And ont of weakness shall he be 
made strong, in that day when my 
work shall go forth among all my 
people, which shall restore them, who 
are of the house of Israel, in the last 
days. 

33 And that seer will I bless, and 
they that seek to destroy him shall 
be confounded; for this promise 1 
givo unto you; fori will remember 
you from generation to generation ; 
and his name shall be called Joseph, 
and it shall be after the name of his 
father; and he shall be like nnto 
you; for the thing which the Lord 
shall bring forth by his hand shall 
bring my people unto salvation. 

34 And the Lord aware nnto Joseph, 
that he would preserve his seed for 
ever, saying, I will raise up Moses, 
and a rod shall be in his hand, and 
he shall gather together my people, 
and he shall lead them as a flock, and 
he shall smite the waters of the Bed 
Sea with his rod. 

35 And he shall have judgment, 
and shall write the word of the Lord. 
And he shall not speak many words, 
for I will write unto him my law by 
the finger of mine own hand. And 1 
will make a spokesman for him, and 
his name shall be called Aaron. 

36 And it shall be done unto thee in 
the last days also, even as I have 
sworn. Therefore, Joseph said unto 
bis brethren, God will surely visit 
you, and bring you out of this land, 
unto the land which he sware unto 
Abraham, and unto Isaac, and to 
Jacob. 

37 And Joseph confirmed many 
other things unto his brethren, and 
took an oath of the children of Israel, 
saying unto them, God will surely 
visit you, and ye shall carry np my 
bones from hence. 

39 So Joseph died, when he was an 
hundred and ten years old; and they 
embalmed bim, and they put him in a 
coffin in Egypt; and he was kept 
from burial by the children of Israel, 
that he might be carried up and laid 
in the sepulchre with his fathor. And 
thus they remembered the oath which 
they swaro unto him. 



EXODUS. 


CHAPTER I. 

TV children of hrarl, though oppressed, do 
multiply. 

OW these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came 
into Egypt; every man according to 
his household who came with Jacob. 

2 Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Judah, 

3 Issaohar, Zebulun, and Benjamin, 

4 Dan, and Naphtali, Qad, and 
Asher. 

& And all the souls that came out of 
the loins of Jacob were seventy souls ; 
for Joseph was in Egypt already. 

6 And Joseph died, and all his 
brethren, and all that generation. 

7 And the children of Israel were 
fruitful, and increased abundantly, 
and multiplied, and waxed exceeding 
j.ighty; and the land was filled with 
them. 

8 Now there arose op a now king 
over Egypt, whioh knew not Joseph. 

Q And he said unto his people, Be¬ 
hold, the people of the children of 
Israel are more and mightier than 
we ; 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely wilh 
them; loBt they multiply, and it 
oome to pass, that., when there falleth 
out any war, they join also unto our 
enemies, and fight ogainsL us, and so 
get them up out of the land. 

11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with their 
burdens. And thoy built for Phnruoh 
treasure cities, Pithom and Rnamscs. 

12 But the more they afflicted them, 
tho more they multiplied and grow. 
And thoy were grieved bocause of the 
children of Israel. 

13 And the Egyptians made the 
children of Israel to sorve with rigour; 

14 And they made their lives bitter 
with hard bondage, in mortar, and in 
brick, and in all manner of service in 
the field; all their sorvice, wheroin 
they mado them sorve, was with 
rigour. 

15 And tho king of Egypt 9pake to 
tho Hebrow inidwive9, of which tho 
name of the one was Shiprah, and 
tho name of the other Puah ; 

16 And he said, When ye do tho 
offloe of a midwife to the Ilobrew 
women, and see them upon th*» stools, 


if it be a son, then ye shall kill him; 
but if it be a daughter, then she shall 
live. 

17 But the midwives feared God, 
&Dd did not as the king of Egypt 
commanded them, but saved the men 
children alive. 

18 And the king of Egypt called for 
the midwives, and said unto them, 
Why have ye done this thing, and 
have saved the men children alive? 

19 And the midwives said unto 
Pharaoh, Because the Hebrew women 
are not as the Egyptian women ; for 
thoy are lively, ana are delivered ere 
the midwives come in unto them. 

20 Therefore God dealt well with 
tho midwives; and the people multi¬ 
plied, and waxed very mighty. 

21 And it came to pass, because the 
midwives feared God, that he made 
them houses. 

22 And Pharaoh charged all his 
eople, saying, Every son that is 
orn ye shall cast into the river, and 

every daughter ye shall save alive. 

CHAPTER II. 

Motts’ birth, adoption, flight, and marriage 
ND there went a man of the 
house of Levi, and took to wife 
a daughter of Levi. 

2 And the woman conceived, and 
bare a son; and when she saw him 
that he was a goodly child, she hid 
him threo months. 

3 And when she could not longer 
hide him, she took for him an ark of 
bulrushes, and daubed it with slime 
and with pitch, and put tho child 
theroin; and sho laid it in the flags 
by the river’s brink. 

4 And his sister stood afar off, to 
wit what would be done to him. 

5 And the daughter of Pharaoh 
came down to wash herself at the 
river; and her maidens walked along 
by the river'B Bide; and whon she 
saw tho ark among the flags, she 
sent her maid to fetch it. 

6 And when she had openod it, she 
saw the child; and, behold, the babe 
wept. And sho had compassion on 
him, and said, This is one of the 
Hebrews' children. 

7 Then said his sister to Pharaoh’s 
daughter, Shall I go and aall to thee 
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a nurx; of the Hebrew women, 
that tlie may nurse the child for 
thee ? 

8 And Pharaoh's daughter said to 
her. Go. And the maid went and 
called the child's mother. 

9 And Pharaoh’s daughter said 
onto her, Take this child away, and 
nurse it for me, and I will give thee 
thy wages. And the woman took 
the child, and nurged it. 

10 And the child grew, and she 
brought him unto Pharaoh's daugh¬ 
ter, and he became her son. And 
she called his Dame Moses: and she 
Baid, Because 1 drew him out of the 
water. 

11 And it came to pass in those 
days, when Moses was grown, that 
he went out uDto his brethren, and 
looked on their burdens; and he 
spied an Egyptian smiting a He¬ 
brew, one of his brethren. 

12 And he looked this way and that 
way, and when he saw that there was 
no man, he slew the Egyptian, and 
hid him in the SAnd. 

13 And when he went out the 
second day, behold, two men of the 
Hebrews strove together; and he 
said to him that did the wrong. 
Wherefore einitcsl thou thy fellow? 

14 And he said, Who made thee a 
prince and a judge over us ? intendcst 
thou to kill me, as thou killedst the 
Egyptian ? And Moses feared, and 
said, Surely this thing is known. 

15 Now when Pharaoh heard this 
thing, he sought to slay Moses. But 
Moses fled from the face of Pharaoh, 
and dwell in the land of Midian; and 
he sat down by a well. 

10 Now the priest of Midian had 
seven daughters; And they came and 
drew water, and filled the troughs to 
water their father’s flock. 

17 And the shepherds came and 
drove them away; but Moses stood 
up and helped them, and watered 
their flock. 

18 And when they camo to Rcuel 
their father, ho said, How is it that 
ye are oome so soon to-day ? 

19 And they said, An Egyptian 
delivered us out of the hnnd of tho 
shepherds, and also drew water 
enough for us, and watered tho 
flock. 

20 And he said unto his daughters, 


And where is he? why is it that y«i 
have left the man ? call him, that he 
may eat bread. 

21 And Moses was content to dwell 
with the man ; and he gave Mosee 
Zipporab his daughter. 

22 And she bare him a son, and he 
called his name Gershom ; for he said, 
I have been a stranger in a strange 
land. 

23 And it came to pass in process 
of time, that the king of Egypt died; 
and the children of Israel sighed by 
reason of the bondage, and they cried, 
and their cry came up unto God by 
reason of the bondage. 

24 And God heard their groaning, 
and God remembered his covenant 
with Abraham, with Isaac, and with 
Jacob. 

25 And God looked upon the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and God had respect 
unto them. 

CHAPTER III. 

A!ns*t keepeOi Jeihrds flock—God appearsth 
to him in a bunting bush—Ut senaeth him 
to deliver Israel. 

N OW Moses kept the flock of 
Jethro hie father-in-law, the 
priest of Midian; and he led the 
flock to the hack side of the desert, 
and came to the mountain of God, 
even to noreb. 

2 And again, the presence of the 
Lord appeared unto him, in a flame 
of fire in the midet of a bush; end 
ho looked, and, behold, tho hush 
burned with fire, and the bush wa» 
not consumed. 

3 And Moses said, I will now turn 
aside, And see this great sight, why 
the bush ip not consumed. 

4 And wheD the Lord saw that ho 
turned aside to see, God called unto 
him out of the midst of the bush, and 
said, Moses, Moses. And he said, 
Ilcrc am I. 

5 And he said. Drew not nigh 
hither; put off thy shoes frem off 
thy feet; for the place whereon thou 
siamlcst is holy ground. 

Moreover he said, I am the God 
of thy father, the God of Abraham, 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. And Moses hid his face; for 
he was afraid to look upon God. 

7 And the Lord said, I have surely 
seen the affliction of my people which 
are in Egypt, and have beard their

017 by reason of Lhcir task-masters; the Hittites, and the Amorites, and 
for I know iheir Borrows; the Porizzites, and the Hivites, and 


8 And I urn coino down to deliver 
them out of the hand of the Egypt¬ 
ians, and to bring them up out of 
that land unto a good land and a 
large, unto u land flowing with milk 
and honey; unto the place of tho 
Canaanites, and the Ilittites, and 
tho Amorites, and the Perizzites, and 
the llivites, and tho Jcbueites. 

9 Now therefore, behold, the cry of 
the children of Israel is coino unto 
ire; and I have also seen the oppres¬ 
sion wherewith the Egyptians op¬ 
press thorn. 

10 Come now thereforo, and I will 
send thoe unto Pharaoh, that, thou 
mayest bring forth my people the 
ohildron of Israel out of Egypt. 

11 And Moses said unto God, Who 
am I, that I should go unto Pharaoh, 
and that I should bring forth the 
children of Israel ouL of Egypt? 

12 And he said, Cortainly 1 will bo 
with thee; and this shall be a token 
unto thee, that I have sent thee; 
When thou hast brought forth tho 
people out of Egypt, yo shall servo 
God upon this mountain. 

13 And Moses said unto God, Be¬ 
hold, when I come unto the children 
of Israol, and Bhall say unto them, 
The God of your fathers hath sont 
mo unto you; and they shall say to 
me, What is his name ? what shall I 
Bay unto them ? 

14 And God said unto Moses, I AM 
THAT I AM; and he said, Thus 
shalt thou say unto tho children of 
Israel, I AM hath sont mo unto you. 

15 And God said moreover unto 
M oscs, Thus sbalt thou say unto the 
childron of Israel, The Lord God of 
your fathers, tho God of Abraham, 
tho God of Isaac, and the God of Ja¬ 
cob, hath sont mo unto you; this is 
my name for ever, and this is my 
memorial unto all generations. 

16 Go, and gather the olders of 
Israel together, and say unto them, 
The Lord God of your fathers, tho 
God of Ahrahaiu, of Isaac, and of 
Jacob, appeared unto me, saying, I 
have surely visited you, and seen 
that whioh is done to you in Egypt; 

17 And I have said, I will bring 
you up out of the affliction of Egypt 
unto tho land of the Canaanites, and 


the Jebusites, unto a land flowing 
with milk and honey. 

18 And they shall hearken to Giy 
voice ; and thou sbalt come, thon and 
the elders of Israel, unto the king of 
Egypt, and ye shall say unto him, 
The Lord God of the Hebrews hath 
met with us; and now let us go, we 
beseech thee, three days’ journey into 
the wilderness, that we may sacrifice 
to the Lord our God. 

19 And I am sure that the king of 
Egypt will not let you go, no, not by 
a mighty hand. 

20 And I will stretch out my hand, 
and smito Egypt with all my won¬ 
ders which I will do in tho midst 
Lhoreof; and after that he will let 
you go. 

21 And I will give this people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians; 
and it shall come to pass, that, when 
ye go, yc shall not go empty; 

22 But every woman shall borrow 
of her neighbour, and of her that 
sojourneth in her house, jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and rai¬ 
ment; and ye shall put them upon 
your sons, and upon your daughters; 
and ye shall spoil tho Egyptians. 

(JIIAPTKR IV. 

3foset it given a rod of power — He it loth to 

be sent—Aaron it called — GocTt message to 

Pharaoh—Zipporah circumciseth her ton 

—Aaron is called. 

ND Mosos answered and said, 
But, behold, they will not he- 
lievo me, nor hearken unto ray voice; 
for they will say, Tho Lord hath not 
appeared unto thee. 

2 And tho Lord said nnto him, 
What is that in thine hand? And 
ho said, A rod. 

3 And ho said, Cast it on the 
ground. And he cast it od the 
ground, nod it bocame a serpent; 
and Mosos fled from before it. 

4 And tho Lord said unto Moses, 
Put forth thine hand, and take it by 
the tail. And ho put forth his hand, 
and caught it, and it became a rod in 
his hand; 

5 That they may believe that the 
Lord God of their fathers, the God 
of Abraham, the God of Isa&o, and 
the God of Jaaob, hath appeared 
onto thee. 
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6 And the Lord said furthermore 
onto him. Put qow thine hand into 
thy bosom. And he put hiB hand 
into his bosom ; and when he took it 
out, behold, his hand was leprous as 
snow. 

7 And he said, Put thy hand into 
thy bosom again. And he put his 
hand into his bosom again; and 

lucked it out of his bosom, and, bo- 

old, it was turned again a9 his other 
flesh. 

8 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will not believe thee, neither hearken 
to the voice of the first sign, that 
they will believe the voice of the lat¬ 
ter sign. 

9 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will not helieve also these two signs, 
neither hearken unto thy voice, that 
thou shalt take of the water of the 
river, and pour it upon the dry land; 
and the water which thou takest out 
of the river shall become blood upon 
the dry land. 

10 And Hoses said unto tho Lord, 
0 my Lord, I am not eloquent, neither 
heretofore, nor since thou hast spoken 
unto thy servant; but I am slow of 
speech, and of a slow tongue. 

11 And the Lord said unto him, 
Who hath made man’s mouth? or 
who inakelh the dumb, or deaf, or 
the seeing, or the blind ? have not I 
the Lord ? 

12 Now therefore go, and I will be 
with thy mouth, and tench thee what 
thou shalt say. 

13 And he said, 0 my Lord, send, 
I pray thee, by the hand of him whom 
thou wilt send. 

14 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Mose9, and be said, 
Is not Aaron the Lcvite thy brother? 
I know that he can speak well. And 
also, behold, ho cometh forth to meet 
thee ; and when he secth thee, he will 
be glad in his heart. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
and put words in his mouth ; and I 
will he with tby mouth, and with bis 
mouth, and will teach you what ye 
shall do. 

16 And he shall be thy spokesman 
unto the people; and he shall be, 
even ho shall be to thee instead of a 
mouth, and thou shalt be to him in¬ 
stead of God. 

17 And thou shalt take this rod in 


thine hand, wherewith thon shalt do 
signs. 

18 And Moses went and returned to 
Jethro bis father-in-law, and said 
unto him, Let me go, I pray thee, 
and return unto my brethren which 
are in Egypt, and ace whether they 
be yet alive. And Jethro said to 
Moses, Go in peace. 

19 And the Lord said unto Moses in 
Midian, Go, return into Egypt; for all 
the men arc dead which sought thy li fe. 

20 Aud Moses took his wife and bis 
sons, and set them upon an ass, and 
he returned to the land of Egypt; and 
Moses took the rod of God in his hand. 

21 And the Lord 3aid unto Moses, 
When thou goest to return into 
Egyp t, see that thou do all those 
wonders before Pharaoh, which I 
have put in thine hand, and I will 
prosper thee; hut Pharaoh will hard¬ 
en his heart, and he will not let the 
people go. 

22 And thou shalt 6ay unto Pha¬ 
raoh, Thus eaith the Lord, Israel is 
my son, even my first-born; 

23 And I say unto thee, Let my son 
go, that he may servo me; and if 
thou refuse to let him go, behold, I 
will slay thy son, even thy first-horn. 

24 And it came to pass, that the 
Lord appeared unto him as he was in 
the way, hy the inn. Tho Lord was 
angry with Moses, and his hand was 
about to fall upon him, to kill him; 
for he had not circumcised his son. 

25 Then Zippornh took a sharp 
stono and circumcised her son, and 
cast the stone at his feet, and said, 
Surely thou art a bloody husband 
unto me. 

26 And the Lord spared Moses and 
let him go, because Zipporah, his 
wife, circumcised the child. And she 
said, Thou art a bloody husband. 
And Moses was ashamed, and hid his 
face from the Lord, and said, I have 
sinned before the Lord. 

27 Aud tho Lord said unto Aaron, 
Go into the wilderness to meet Moses, 
and he went and met him, in the 
mount of God : in the mount where 
God appeared unto him; and Aaron 
kissed him. 

28 And Moses told Aaron all the 
words of tho Lord who had sent him, 
and all the signs which ho had com¬ 
manded him. 
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29 And Moses and Aaron went and 
gathered together all the ciders of the 
children of Israel; 

30 And Aaron spako all the words 
which the Lord had spoken unto 
Moses, and did the signs in the sight 
of Iho people. 

31 And the people behoved; and 
when they heard that the Lord had 
visited the children of Israel, and 
that he had looked upon their Afflic¬ 
tion, then they bowed their heads and 
worshipped. 

CHAPTER V. 

i’haraoh increasetfi Uit hrarities' task—He 
checketh their complaints—Moses cryeth to 
God for Israel. 

ND afterward Moses and Aaron 
went in, and told Pharaoh, Thus 
sailh tho Lord God of Israel, Let my 
people go, that they may hold a feast 
unto mo in the wilderness. 

2 And Pharaoh said, Who is the 
Lord, that I should obey his voice to 
let Israel go ? I know not the Lord, 
neiLher will I let Israel go. 

3 And they said, The God of tho 
Hebrews hath met with ns; let us go, 
wo pray thee, throe days' journey 
inLo the dosert, and sacrifice unto the 
Lord our God; lest ho fall upon us 
witli pestilence, or with the sword. 

4 And the king of Egypt said unto 
them, Whorofore do ye, Moses and 
Aaron, lead the peoplo from their 
works? get you unto your burdens. 

5 And Pharaoh said, Behold, the peo¬ 
plo of tho land now are many, and 
ye mako them rest from their burdens. 

6 And Pharaoh commanded the 
samo day tho taskmasters of the 
poople, and tboir officers, saying, 

7 Vo shall no more give tho peoplo 
straw to mako brick, ns horotoforo; 
let thorn go and gather straw for 
thomsolvos. 

8 And the tale of the bricks, whioh 
they did make heretofore, ye shall 
Uy upon thorn ; ye shall not diminish 
aught thereof; for thoy bo idle; there¬ 
fore they ory, saying, Let us go and 
saorifioe to our God. 

0 Lot there moro work be laid upon 
the men, that they may labour thorein ; 
and lot them not regard vain words. 

10 And the taskmasters of tho people 
went out, and thoir officers, and they 
ipake to the poople, saying, Thus saith 
Pharaoh. I will not give you straw. 


11 Go ye, get your straw where ye 
can find it; yet not aught of your 
work shall be diminished. 

12 So the people were scattered 
abroad throughout all the land of 
Egypt to gather stubble instead of 
straw. 

13 And the taskmasters hasted them, 
saying, Fulfil your works, your daily 
tasks, as when there was straw. 

14 And the officers of the children 
of Israel, which Pharaoh's taskmas¬ 
ters had set over them, were beaten, 
and demanded, Wherefore have ye 
not fulfilled your task in making 
brick, hoth yesterday and to-day, as 
heretofore ? 

15 Then tho officers of the children 
of Israel came and cried unto Pha¬ 
raoh, saying, Wherefore dealest thon 
thus with thy servants ? 

16 There is no straw given unto thy 
servants, and they say to us, Make 
brick; and, behold, thy servants are 
beaten ; but the fault is in thine own 
people. 

17 But he said, Ye are idle, ye are 
idle ; therefore ye say, Let us go and 
do sacrifice to the Lord. 

18 Go therefore now, and work; for 
there shall no straw be given you, yet 
shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 

19 And tho officers of the children 
of Israel did see that they were in 
evil case, after it was said, Ye shall 
not diminish aught from your bricks 
of your daily task. 

20 And thoy mot Moses and Aaron, 
who stood in the way, as they came 
forth from Pharaoh; 

21 And they said unto them, The 
Lord look upon you, and judge; be- 
causo ye have made our savour to be 
abhorred in the eyes of Pharaoh, and 
in the eyes of his sorvants, to put a 
sword in their hand to slay us. 

22 And Moses returned unto the 
Lord, and said, Lord, wherefore hast 
thou so evil entreated this people? 
why is it that thou hast Bent me ? 

23 For since I came to Pharaoh to 
speak in thy name, ho hath done evil 
to this people; neither hast thou de¬ 
li vored thy people at all. 

CHAPTER VI. 

God reiurwrlh his promise—The genealogy 
Reuben, Simeon , and Levi. 

HEN the Lord said unto Moses, 
Now shalt thou see what I will 
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do to Pharaoh ; for with a strong 
hand shall he let them go, and with 
a strong hand shall he drive them 
out of hi9 land. 

2 And God spake unto Moses, and 
said unto him, I am the Lord; 

3 And I appeared unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob. I am 
the Lord God Almighty; the Lord 
JEHOVAH. And was not my Dame 
known unto them? 

4 Yea, and I have also established 
my covenant with them, which I made 
with them, to give them the land of 
Canann, tho land of their pilgrimage, 
wherein they were straDgcrs. 

5 And I have also heard the groan¬ 
ing of the children of Israel, whom 
the Egyptians keep in bondage ; and 
I have remembered my covenant. 

6 Wherefore say unto the children 
of Israel, I am the Lord, and I will 
bring you out from under the bur¬ 
dens of the Egyptians, and I will 
rid you out of their bondage, and I 
will redeem you with a stretched out 
arm, aud with great judgments; 

7 And I will take you to me for a 
people, and I will be to you a God ; 
and yc shall know that I am the Lord 
your God, which bringeth you out from 
under tho burdens of the Egyptians. 

8 And I will bring you in unto the 
land, concerning the which I did 
swear to give it to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob; and I will give it you 
for a heritage ; I the Lord will do it. 

9 And Moses spake so unto the 
children of Israel; but they heark¬ 
ened not unto Moses for anguish of 
spirit, and for cruel bondage. 

10 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

11 Go in, speak unto Pharaoh kiQg 
of Egypt, that he let the ohildren of 
Israel go out of his land. 

12 And Moses spake before tho 
Lord, saying, Behold, the children 
of Israel have not hearkened unto 
mo; how then shall Pharaoh hear 
me, who is of uncircumciscd lips ? 

13 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, and gave them a 
charge unto the children of Israel, 
and uuto Pharaoh king of Egypt, to 
bring the children of Israel out of 
the land of Egypt. 

14 Those are tno head? of their fa¬ 
thers' houses; The sons of Reuben 


the first-born of Israel; Hanoch, ani 
Palla, Hezron, and Carmi; these are 
the families of Reuben. 

15 And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, 
and Jamin, and Ohad, and Jachin, 
and Zohar, and Shaul the son of a 
Cftnaanitish woman; these are the 
families of Simeon. 

16 And these arc the names of the 
sons of Levi according to their gene¬ 
rations ; Gcrshon, and Kohath, and 
Merari; and the years of the life of 
Levi were a hundred thirty and seven 
years. 

17 The sons of Gcrshon ; Libni, and 
Shimi, according to their families. 

IS And the sons of Kohath ; Am- 
ram, and Izhar, and Hebron, and 
Uzzicl; and the years of the life of 
Kohath were a hundred thirty and 
three years. 

19 And the sons of Merari; Mahali 
and Mushi; these arc the families of 
Levi according to their generations. 

20 And Amram took him Jochehed 
his father’s sister to wife; and she 
bare him AaroD and Moses; and the 
years of the life of Amram were a 
hundred and thirty and seven years. 

21 And the sons of Izhar; Korah, 
and Nepheg, and Zichri. 

22 And the sons of Uzziel; Mishael, 
and Elzaphan, and Zithri. 

23 And Aaron took him Elisheba, 
daughter of Auiminadab, sister of 
Naashon, to wife ; and she bare him 
Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar and Itha- 
mar. 

24 And the sons of Korah; Assir, 
and Elkanah, and Abiasaph; these 
are families of the Korhites. 

25 And Eleazar Aaron’s son took 
him one of the daughters of Putial to 
wife; and she bare him Phinehas; 
these are the heads of the fathers of 
the Levites according to their fami¬ 
lies. 

26 These are the sons of Aaron, ao- 
oording to their families. And all 
these are the names of the children 
of Israel according to the heads ol 
their families, that the Lord said unto 
Aaron and Mo9es, they should bring 
up out of the land of Egypt, accord¬ 
ing to their armies. 

27 These are they concerning whom 
tho Lord spake to Pharaoh, king of 
Egypt, that he should let them go. 
And he seut Mo^es and Aaron to 
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bring out the ohildron of Israel from 
Egypt. 

28 And it came to pass, on the day 
the Lord spake unto Moses, in the 
land of Egypt, that the Lord toiu- 
mandcd Moses that he Bhould speak 
unto Pharaoh, king of Egypt, saying, 
I, the Lord, will do unto Pharaoh, 
king of Egypt, all that I say unto 
thee. 

29 And Mosos said, before the Lord, 
Dehold, I am of stammering lips, and 
alow of speooh ; how shall Pnarnoh 
hearken unto mo ? 

CII iVPTJBR VII. 

Unset if encouraged—Hit age—Hit rod it 

turrvd into a terpeni—The river turned to 

blood. 

ND tho Lord said unto Moses, 
Sec, I have mado thee a prophet 
to Pharaoh; and Aaron thy brother 
shall be thy spokesman. 

2 Thou Bhalt speak unto thy bro¬ 
ther all that I command thee ; and 
Aaron thy brother shall speak unto 
Pharaoh, that ho send tho children 
of Israel out of his land. 

3 And Pharaoh will harden his 
heart, as I said nnto thee; and thou 
shalt multiply my signs, and my 
wonders, in the land of Egypt. 

4 But Pharaoh will not hearken 
unto you, therefore I will lay my 
band upon Egypt, and bring forth 
mine armies, my people, tho children 
of Israel, out of tho land of Egypt 
by groat judgments. 

5 And tho Egyptians shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I stretch 
forth mine band upon Egypt, and 
bring out the children of Israel from 
among them. 

6 And Moses and Aaron did as the 
Lord commanded them, so did thoy. 

7 And Mobob was four-score years 
eld, and Aaron four-score and three 
years old, when they spake unto Pha¬ 
raoh. 

8 And tho Lord spake onto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

6 When Pharaoh shall speak unto 
you, saying, Show a miracle that I 
may know you; then thou shalt say 
unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and oast 
it before Pharaoh, and it shall become 
a serpent. 

10 And Moses ami Aaron went in 
onto Pharaoh, and (hey did so as 
the Lord bad oommundod : and Aaron 


cast down his rod before Pharaoh, 
and before his servants, and it be¬ 
came a serpent. 

11 Then Pharaoh also called the 
wise men and the sorcerors; now 
the magicians of Egypt, they also 
did in liko manner with their en¬ 
chantments. 

12 For they cast down every man 
his rod, and they became serpents; 
but Aaron ’9 rod swallowed up their 
rods. 

13 And Pharaoh hardened his heart, 
that he hearkened not unto them ; as 
the Lord had said. 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Pharaoh's heart is hardened, he re- 
fuseth to let the people go. 

15 Oct thco unto Pharaoh in the 
morning; lo, he gooth out unto the 
water; and thou shalt stand by the 
river's brink against he come; and 
the rod which was turned to a ser¬ 
pent shalt thou take in thine hand. 

1G And thou shalt say unto him, 
The Lord God of the Hebrews hath 
sent me unto thcc, saying, Let my 
people go, that they may servo me 
in the wilderness; and, behold, hi¬ 
therto thou wouldest not hear. 

17 Thus saith tho Lord, In this 
thou shall know that I am the Lord; 
behold, I will smite with the rod that 
is in mine hand upon the waters 
which arc in the river, and they shall 
he turned to blood. 

18 And the fish that is in tho river 
shall die, and the river shall stink; 
and the Egyptians shall loathe to 
drink of the water of the river. 

10 And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, Say unto Aaron, Take thy rod, 
and stretch out Ihino hand upon 
the waters of Egypt, upon their 
streams, upon their rivers, and upon 
their ponds, and upon all their pools 
of water, that tncy may become 
blood; and that there may be blood 
throughout all tho land of Egypt, 
both in vessels of wood, and in ves¬ 
sels of stone. 

20 And Mosos and Aaron did so / 
as tho Lord commanded; and he 
lifted up tho rod, and smote the wa- 
tors that were in tho river, in the 
sight of Pharaoh, and in the sight 
of his servants ; and all tho waters 
that were in the river were turned to 
blood. 
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21 And the fish that was in the 
river died ; and the river stank, and 
the Egyptians could not drink of the 
water of the river; and there was 
blood throughout all the land of 
Egypt. 

22 And the magicians of Egypt 
did eo with their enchantments; and 
Pharaoh's heart was hardened, nei¬ 
ther did he hearken unto them; as 
the Lord had said. 

23 And Pharaoh turned and went 
into his house, neither did he set his 
heart to this also. 

24 And all the Egyptians digged 
round about tho river for water to 
drink; for they could not drink of 
the water of the river. 

25 And Beven days were fulfilled, 
after that the Lord had smitten the 
river. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Frogs sent, and Moses by prayer removeth 

them .— The dust turned to lice—The swarms 

of flits. 

ND the Lord spake onto Moses, 
Go unto Pharaoh, and say unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord, Let my 
people go, that they may serve me. 

2 And if thou refuse to let them 
go, behold, I will smite all thy bor¬ 
ders with frogs ; 

3 And the river shall bring forth 
frogs abundantly, which shall go up 
and come into thine house, and into 
tby bed-chamber, and upon thy bed, 
and into the house of thy servants, 
and upon thy people, and into thine 
ovens, and into thy kneading-troughs; 

4 And the frogs shall come up both 
on thee, and upon thy people, and 
upon all thy servants. 

5 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Stretch forth thine 
hand with Ihy rod over the streams, 
over the rivers, and over the ponds, 
and cause frogs to como up upon the 
land of Egypt. 

6 And Aaron stretched out his hand 
over the waters of Egypt; and the 
frogs came up, and covered the land 
of Egypt. 

7 And the magicians did so with 
their enchantments, and brought up 
frogs upon the land of Egypt. 

8 Then Pharaoh called for Moses 
and Aarou, and said. Entreat tho 
Lord, that he may take away the 
frogs from me, and from my people; 


and I will let the people go, that 
they may do sacrifice unto the Lord. 

9 And Moses said unto Pharaoh, 
Glory over me; when shall I entreat 
for thee, and for thy servants, and 
for thy people, to destroy the frogi 
from thee and thy houses, that they 
may remain in the river only ? 

10 And he said, To-morrow. And 
he said, Be it according to thy word; 
that tbou mayeet know that there is 
none like unto the Lord our God. 

11 And the frogs shall depart from 
thee, and from thy houses, and from 
thy servants, and from thy people; 
they shall remain in the river only. 

12 And Moses and Aaron went out 
from Pharaoh; and Moses cried unto 
the Lord because of the frogi which 
he had brought against Pharaoh. 

13 And the Lord did according to 
the word of Moses; and the frogs 
died out of the houses, out of the 
villages, and out of the fields. 

14 And they gathered them toge¬ 
ther upon heaps; and the land 
stank. 

15 But when Pharaoh saw that 
there was respite, he hardened his 
heart, and hearkened not unto them; 
as the Lord had said. 

16 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron. Stretch out thy rod, 
and smite the dust of the land, that 
it may hecome lice throughout all the 
land of Egypt. 

17 And they did so; for Aaron 
stretched out his band with bis rod, 
and smote the dust of the earth, and 
it became lice in man, and in beast; 
all the dust of the land became lioe 
throughout all the land of Egypt. 

18 And the magicians did so with 
their enchantments to bring forth 
lice, hut they could not; eo there 
were lice upon man, and upon 
beast. 

19 Then the magicians said unto 
Pharaoh, This is the finger of God; 
and Pharaoh's heart was hardened, 
and he hearkened not unto them; 
as the Lord had said. 

20 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and 
stand before Pharaoh ; lo, he oometh 
forth to the water; and say unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord, Let my 
people go, that they may serve me. 

21 Else, if thou wilt nv*

people go, behold, I will Bend swarms 
of flies upon thee, and upon thy ser¬ 
vants, aud upon thy people, and into 
thy houses; and the houses of the 
Egyptians shall be full of swarms of 
flies, and also the ground whereon

22 And I will sovor in that day the 
land of Goshen, in which my people 
dwell, that noswarinsof Uiea shall be 
there; to the end thou mayest know 
that I am the Lord in the midst of 
the earth. 

23 And I will put a division between 
ray people and tby peoplo ; to-mor¬ 
row shall this sign be. 

2-f And Lho Lord did so ; and there 
o&rae a grievous swarm of flics into 
the house of Pharaoh, and into his 
servants’ houses, and into all the land 
of Egypt; the land was corrupted by 
reason of tbc swarm of flies. 

25 And Pharaoh called for Moses 
and lor Aaron, and said, Go ye, sacri¬ 
fice to your God in the land. 

26 And Moses said, It is not meet 
so to do; for we shnll sacrifice the 
abomination of the Egyptians to the 
Lord our God; lo, shall we sacrilico 
the abomination of the Egyptians 
before their eyes, and will they not 
stone us ? 

27 We will go throe days’ journey 
into the wilderness. And sacrifice to 
the Lord our God, as he shall com¬ 
mand us. 

28 And Pharaoh said, I will let you 
go, that ye may soorifioe to tho Lord 
your God in the wilderness ; only ye 
shall not go very far away ; entreat 
for me. 

29 And Moees said, Behold, I go 
out from thee, and I will entreat the 
Lord that the swarms of flioB may de¬ 
part from Pharaoh, from his ser¬ 
vants, and from his peoplo, to-mor¬ 
row ; but let not Pharaoh deal deceit¬ 
fully any more in not letting the 
people go to saorifioe to the Lord. 

30 And Moses wont out from Pha¬ 
raoh, and entreated the Lord. 

31 And the Lord did according to 
the werd of Mosos; and ho removed 
the swarms of flies from Pharaoh, 
from his servants, and from his peo¬ 
ple ; there remained not one. 

32 And Pharaoh hardened hie heart 
at this time also, neither would he let 
the people go. 


CHAPTER IX 

The plagues of bous. of murrain , and ha\L 
HEN tho Lord said unto Moses, 
Go in unto Pharaoh, and tell 
him, Thus suilh the Lord God of the 
Hebrews, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. 

2 For if thou refuse to let them go, 
and wilt hold them still, 

3 Behold, the hand of the Lord is 
upon thy cattle which is in the field, 
upon tho horses, upon the asses, upon 
the camels, upon tne oxen, and upon 
tho sheep; there shall be a very griev¬ 
ous murrain. 

4 And the Lord shall sever between 
the cattle of Israol and the cattle of 
Egypt; and there shall nothing die 
of all that is the children’s of Israel. 

5 And the Lord appointed a sot 
time, saying, To-morrow the Lord 
shall do this thing in the land. 

6 And the Lord did that thing on 
tho morrow, and all the cattle of 
Egypt died; but of the cattle of the 
children of Israel died not one. 

7 And Pharaoh sent, and, hehold, 
there was not one of the cattle of the 
Israelites dead. And the heart of 
Pharaoh wa9 hardened, and he did 
not let the people go. 

8 And tho Lord said unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, Take to you hand¬ 
fuls of ashes of the furnace, and let 
Moses sprinkle it toward the heaven 
in the sight of Pharaoh. 

9 And it shall become small dust in 
all the land of Egypt, and shall be a 
boil breaking forth with blains upon 
man, aud upon beast, throughout all 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And they took asheB of the fur¬ 
nace, and stood before Pharaoh ; and 
Moses sprinkled it up toward heaven; 
and it became a boil breaking forth 
with blains upon man, and upon beast. 

11 And the magicians oould not 
stand before Moses, because of the 
boils; for the boil was apon the ma¬ 
gicians, and upon all the Egyptians. 

12 And Pharaoh hardened bis heart, 
and he hearkened not unto them ; as 
the Lord had spoken unto Moses. 

13 And tho Lord said unto Moses, 
Riso up early in the morning, and 
stand before Pharaoh, and say unto 
him. Thus saith the Lord God of the 
Hebrews, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. 
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14 For I will at this time Bend all 
my plagues upon thine heart, and 
upon thy servants, and upon thy 
people; that thou may est know that 
there is none like me in all the 
earth. 

15 For now I will Btretoh out my 
hand, that I may smite thee and thy 
people with pestilence; and thoushalt 
be cut off from the earth. 

16 And in very deed for this cause 
bare I raised thee up, for to show in 
thee my power; and that my name 
may be declared throughout al! the 
earth. 

17 Therefore speak unto Pharaoh 
the thing which I command thee, who 
as yet exalteth himself that he will 
not let them go. 

18 Behold, to-morrow about this 
time, I will cause it to rain a very 
grievous hail, each as hath uot been 
in Egypt since the foundation there¬ 
of even until now. 

t9 Send therefore now, and gather 
thy cattle, and all that thou hast in 
the field; for upon every man and 
beast which shall be found in the 
field, and shall not he brought home, 
the hail shall come down upon them, 
and they shall die. 

20 He that feared the word of the 
Lord among the servants of Pharaoh 
made hi9 servants and his cattle flee 
into the houses; 

21 And he that regarded not the 
word of the Lord left his servants 
and his cattle in the field. 

22 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch forth thine hand toward hea¬ 
ven, that there may be hail in nil the 
land of Egypt, upon man, and upon 
beast, and upon every herb of the 
field, throughout the land of Egypt. 

23 And Moses stretched forth his 
rod toward heaven; and the Lord 
sent thunder and hail, and the fire 
ran along upoD the ground ; and the 
Lord rained hail upon tho tand of 
Egypt. 

24 So there was hail, and fire min¬ 
gled wilh the hail, very grievous, 
such as there was none like it in all 
the land of Egypt einoo it became a 
nation. 

25 And the hail smote throughout 
all the land of Egypt all that was in 
the field, hoth man and beast; and 
the hail smote every herb of the field, 


and brake every tree of the field. 

26 Only in the land of Goshen, 
where the children of Israel were, 
was there no hail. 

27 And Pharaoh sent and called for 
Moses and Aaron, and said unto them, 

I have sinned this time; the Lord is 
righteous, and I and my people are 
wicked. 

23 Entreat the Lord (foritis enough) 
that there be no more mighty thun- 
dcrings and hail; and I will let yon 
go. and ye shall stay no longer. 

29 And Moses said unto him, As 
soon as I am gone out of the city, I 
will spread abroad my hands nntn 
the Lord; and the thunder shall 
cease, neither shall there be any 
more hail; that thou mayest know 
how that the earth is the Lord's. 

30 But as for thee and thy servants, 
T know that ye will not yet fear the 
Lord God. 

31 And the flax and the barley was 
smitten ; for the barley was in the 
car, and the flax was boiled. 

32 But the wheat and the rye were 
not smitten ; for they were not grown 
up. 

33 And Moses went out of the city 
from Pharaoh, and spread abroad his 
hands unto tbe Lord ; and the thun¬ 
ders and hail ceased, and the rain 
was not poured upon the earth. 

34 And when Pharaoh saw that 
the rain and the hail and the thun¬ 
ders were ceased, he sinned yet more, 
and hardened his heart, he and his 
servants. 

35 And the heart of Pharaoh waa 
hardened, neither would he let the 
children of Israel go; as the Lord 
had spoken by Moses. 

CHAPTER X. 

The plagues of the locusts, and of darkness. 
ND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go in unto Pharaoh: for he hath 
hardened his heart, and the hearts 
of his servants, therefore I will show 
these my signs before him; 

2 And that thou mayest tell in the 
ears of thy son, and of thy son's 
son, what things I have wrought in 
Egypt, and my signs which I have 
done among them; that ye may know 
how that I am the Lord. 

3 And Moses and Aaron came in 
unto Pharaoh, and said unto him, 
Thus saith the Lord God of tho 




CHAPTER X. 


Hebrews, How long wilt thou refuse 
to humbly thyaolf boforo me? let 
my people go, that they may serve 
me. 

4 Else, if thou refuse to let my 
people go, behold, to-morrow will I 
Iriug the locusts into thy const; 

5 And they shall cover the face of 
tho earth, thnt one cannot ho able 
to see tho earth ; and they shall eat 
the residue of that which is escaped, 
which remuinctli unto you from the 
hail, and shall cat every tree whieh 
growelli for you out of the field ; 

6 Anti they shall fill thy houses, 
and the houses of all thy servants, 
and the houses of nil the Egyptians; 
which neither thy fathers, nor thv 
fathers’ fathers have seen, since the 
day thnt they were upon the earth 
unto this day. And he turned him¬ 
self and went out from Pharaoh. 

7 And Pharaoh’s servants said unto 
him, Ilow long shall this man he a 
snare unto us ? let the men go, that 
they may serve tho Lord their God ; 
knowest thou not yet that Egypt is 
destroyed 7 

8 And Mohoh and Aaron were 
hrought again unto Pharaoh; and 
he said unto them, Go, serve the 
Lord your God; but who arc they 
that shall go ? 

9 And Mobcs Baid, We will go with 
our young and with our old, with 
our sons and with our daughters, 
with our flocks and with our herds 
will we go; for we must hold a feast 
unto the Lord. 

It) And he BAid unto thorn, Let tho 
Lord be bo with you, ab I will let you 
go, and your little ones; look to it; 
for evil is before you. 

11 Not bo ; go now ye that are men, 
and serve tho Lord; for that yo did 
deBire. And they were driven out 
from Pharaoh’s presence. 

12 And tho Lord said unto Moscb, 
Stretch out thino hand over the land 
of Egypt for the locusts, that they 
may oome up upon I he land of Egypt, 
and eat ovory norb of the land, even 
all that the hail hath left. 

1? And Moses stretched forth his 
rod over tho land of Egypt, and tho 
Lord brought an east wind upon tho 
land all that day, and all that night; 
and when it was morning, the east 
wind brought the loousts. 
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14 And the locusts went up over all 
tho land of Egypt, and rested in all 
tho coasts of Egypt: very grievous 
were they; hefore them there were 
no such locusts as they, neither after 
them shall he such. 

15 For they covered tho face of the 
wholo earth, so that the land was 
darkened; and they did eat every 
herb of the land, and all the fruit of 
the trees which the hail had left; 
and there remained not any green 
thing in tho trees, or in the horhs of 
the field, through All the land of 
Egypt. 

16 Then Pharaoh called for Moses 
and Aaron in haste; and he said, 
T have Binned against the Lord your 
God, and against you. 

17 Now therefore forgive, I pray 
thee, my sin only this once, and en¬ 
treat tho Lord your God, that he may 
take away from me this death only. 

18 And ho went out from Pharaoh, 
and entreated the Lord. 

19 And the Lord turned a mighty 
strong west wind, which took away 
the locusts, and cast them into the 
Red sea; there remained not one 
locust in all the coasts of Egypt. 

20 But Pharaoh hardened his heart, 
so that he would not let the children 
of Israel go. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand toward hea¬ 
ven, that there may be darkness over 
tho land of Egypt, even darkness 
which may be felt. 

22 And Moses stretched forth his 
hand toward heaven; and there was 
a thick darkness in all the land of 
Egypt three days; 

23 They saw not one another, nei¬ 
ther rose any from his place for three 
days; but all the children of Israel 
had light in their dwellings. 

21 And Pharaoh called unto Moses, 
and said, Go ye, Berve the Lord; 
only let your flooks and your herds 
he stayed; let your little ones also go 
with you. 

25 And Moses said, Thou must give 
us also soorifioes and burnt offerings, 
that we may saorifloe UDto the Lord 
our God. 

26 Our oaltle also shall go with ns; 
Ihero shall not a hoof be left behind; 
for thereof must we take to serve the 
Lord our God; and we know not 
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with what we muat serve the Lord, 
until we come thither. 

27 But Pharaoh hardened his heart, 
and he would Dot let them go. 

28 And Pharaoh said unto him. 
Get thee from me, take heed to thy¬ 
self, Bee my face no more; for in that 
day thou scest my faco thou shalt die. 

29 And Moses said, Thou hast 
spoken well, I will see thy face again 
□o more. 

CHAPTER XI. 

The. Israelites borrow jewels — Moses threaten- 
dh Pharaoh with the death of the first¬ 
born. 

ND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Yet will I bring one plague more i 
upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; af¬ 
terwards he will let you go hence; 
when he shall let you go, be shall 
surely thrust you out hence alto¬ 
gether. 

2 Speak now in the ears of the 
eople, and let every man borrow of 
is neighbour, and every woman of 

her neighbour, jewels of silver, and 
jewels of gold. 

3 And the Lord gave the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians. 
Moreover, the man Moses was very 
great in tho land of Egypt, in the 
eight of Pharaoh's servants, and in 
the sight of the people. 

4 And Moses said, Thus saith the 
Lord, About midnight will I go out 
into the midst of Egypt ; 

5 And all the first-born in the land 
of Egypt shall die, from the first¬ 
born of Pharaoh that sitteth upon 
his throne, even unto the first-boru 
of the maid-servant that is behind 
the mill; and all the first-born of 
beasts. 

6 And there shall be a great cry 
throughout all tho land of Egypt, 
such as thoro was none like it, nor 
shall be like it any more. 

7 But against any of the children 
of Israel shall not a dog move his 
tongue, against man or beast; that 
ye may know how that the Lord doth 
put a difference betwoen the Egyp¬ 
tians and Israel. 

3 And all these the servants of Pha¬ 
raoh shall come down uuto me, and 
bow themselves down unto mo, say¬ 
ing, Get thee out, and all the people 
that follow thee; and after that I 
will go ouL 


9 And the Lord said nnto Moses, 
Pharaoh will not hearken unto yon; 
therefore my wonders shall be mul¬ 
tiplied in the land of Egypt. 

10 And Moses and Aaron did all 
these wonders beforo Pharaoh, and 
they went out from Pharaoh, and he 
was in great anger. And Pharaoh 
hardened his heart, so that he would 
not let the children of Israel go out 
of his land. 

CHAPTER XII. 

The beginning of the year changed—The 
passmer instituted—The first-bom slain — 
The Israelites driven out. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in the land of Egypt, 
saying, 

2 This month shall be unto yon the 
beginning of months : it shall be the 
first month of the year to yon. 

3 Speak ye unto all the congregation 
of Israel, saying. In the tenth day of 
this month they shall take to them 
every man a lamb, according to the 
house of their fathers, a Iamb for a 
house; 

4 And if the household be too little 
for the lamb, let him and his neigh 
hour next unto his house take it 
according to the number of the souls; 
every man according to his eating 
shall make your count for the lamb. 

5 Your lamb shall be without ble¬ 
mish, a male of the first year; ye 
Bhall take it out from the sheep, or 
from the goats; 

6 And ye shall keep it up until the 
fourteenth day of the same month; 
and the whole assembly of the con¬ 
gregation of Israel shall kill it in the 
evening. 

7 And they shall take of the blood, 
and strike it on the two side posts and 
on the upper door post of the houses, 
wherein they shall eat it. 

8 And they shall eat the flesh in 
that night, roast with fire, and un¬ 
leavened bread ; and with bitter herbs 
they shall eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at 
all with water, but roast with fire; 
his head with his legs, and with the 
purtenance thereof. 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it 
remain until the morning; and that 
whioh remaineth of it until the morn¬ 
ing ye shall burn with fire. 

11 And thus shall ye eat It; with 





CHAPTER XII. 


jour loins girded, your shoes on yonr 
feet, and your staff in your hand; 
and ye shall eat it in haste; it is the 
Lord's passover. 

12 For I will pass through the land 
of Egypt this night, and will smite 
all the nrBt-born in the land of Egypt, 
both man and beast; and against all 
the gods of Egypt I will execute 
judgment; I am the Lord, 

13 And the blood shall be to you for 
a token upon the houses where ye 
are; and when I see the blood, I will 
pass over you, and the plague shall 
not be upon you to destroy you, when 
I smite the land of Egypt. 

14 And this day shall be unto you 
for a memorial; and ye shall keep it 
a feast to tho Lord throughout yonr 
generations; ye shall keep it a feast 
by an ordinance for ever. 

15 Seven days shall ye eat unlea¬ 
vened bread; even the first day ye 
shall put away leaven out of your 
houses; forwhosoevereateth leavened 
bread from the firBt day until the 
seventh day, that bouI shall be cutoff 
from Israel. 

10 And in the first day there shall 
be a holy convocation, and in the 
seventh day there shall be a holy 
convocation to you; no manner of 
work shall be done in them, Bave that 
which overy roan must eat, that only 
may be done of you. 

17 And yo shall observe the feast of 
unleavened broad ; for in this self¬ 
same day have I brought your armios 
out of the land of Egypt; therefore 
shall ye observe this day in your 
generations by an ordinance for ever. 

18 In the first month, on the four¬ 
teenth day of tho month at oven, ye 
shall eat unleavened bread, until the 
one and twentieth day of the month 
at even. 

19 Seven days shall there be no 
leaven found in your houses; for 
whosoever eateth that whioh is lea¬ 
vened, even that soul shall be out off 
from the congregation of Israol, 
whether he he a stranger, or born in 
the land. 

20 Te shall cat nothing leavened; 
In all your habitations shall ye eat 
anloavened bread. 

21 Then Moses oalled for all the 
elders of Israel, and said onto them, 
Draw ont and take you a lamb 
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according to your families, and kill 
the passover. 

22 And ye shall take a boneh of 
hyssop, and dip it in the blood that 
is in tne basin, and strike the lintel 
and the two side poets with the blood 
that is in the basin ; and none of you 
9hall go out at the door of his house 
until the morning. 

23 For the Lord will pass through 
to smite the Egyptians; and when 
he seeth the blood upon the lintel, 
and on the two side posts, the Lord 
will pass over the door, and will not 
suffer the destroyer to come in unto 
your houses to smite you. 

24 And ye shall ohaerve this thing 
for an ordinance to thee and to thy 
eons for ever. 

25 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye be come to the land whioh the 
Lord will give you, ocoording as he 
hath promised, that ye shall heap 
this service. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when 
your children shall say unto you, 
What mean ye by this service? 

27 That ye shall say, It is the 
sacrifice of the Lord’s passover, who 
passed over the houses of the children 
of Israel in Egypt, when he smote 
the Egyptians, and delivered our 
houses. And the people bowed the 
head and worshipped. 

28 And the children of Israel went 
away, And did as the Lord had com¬ 
manded Moses and Aaron, so did 
they. 

29 And it came to pass, that st 
midnight the Lord smote all the first¬ 
born in the land of Egypt, from the 
first-born of Pharaoh that sat on his 
throne unto the first-born of the 
oaptivethat was in the dungeon ; and 
all the first-born of cattle. 

30 And Pharaoh rose np in the 
night, he, and all his servants, and 
all the Egyptians; and there was a 
great cry in Egypt; for there was not 
a house where thore was not one dead. 

31 And he oalled for Moses and 
Aaron by night, and said, Rise up, 
and get you forth from among my 

eople, both ye and the ohildren of 
sraol; and go, serve the Lord, as ye 
have said. 

32 Also take yonr Hooke and yonr 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone; 
and bless me also. 
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93 And the Egyptians were urgent 
upon the people, that they might send 
them out of the land in haste; for 
they said, We have found our first- 
horn all dead; thereforo get ye out 
of the land lest we die also. 

34 And the peoplo took their dough 
before it was leavened, their knead- 
ing-trougha heing bound up in their 
olothee upoD their shoulders. 

35 And the children of Israel did 
according to the word of Moses; and 
they borrowed of the Egyptians 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, 
and raiment; 

36 And the Lord gavo the people 
favour iD the sight of the Egyptians, 
so that they lent unto them such 
things as they required; and they 
spoiled the Egyptians. 

37 And the children of Israel 
journeyed from Ratnescs to Succoth, 
ahout six hundred thousand men on 
foot, beside women and children. 

38 And a mixed multitude went up 
also with them; and flocks, and 
herds, even very much cattle. 

39 And they baked unleavened 
aakes of the dough which they 
brought forth out of Egypt, for it was 
not leavened; because they were 
thrust out of Egypt, and could not 
tarry, neither had they prepared for 
themselves any victuals. 

40 Now the sojourning of the 
children of Israol, who dwelt in Egj’pt, 
was four hundred and thirty years. 

41 And it came to pass at the end 
of the four hundred and thirty years, 
even tho self-same day it came to pass, 
that all the hosts of the Lord went 
rut from the land of Egypt. 

42 It is a night to be much observed 
unto the Lord for hringing them out 
from the land of Egypt; this is that 
night of the Lord to oe observed of 
all the children of Israel in their 
generations. 

43 And the Lord said unto Moses 
»nd Aaron, This is the ordinance of 
the passover; There shall no stranger 
eat thereof; 

44 But every man's servant that is 
hought for money, when thou hast 
circumcised him, then shall he eat 
thereof. 

4b A foreigner and a hired sorvant 
shall not eat the roof. 

49 In one house shall it be eaten; 


thou shalt not carry forth aught of 
the flesh abroad out of the house ; 
neither shall ye break a bone thereof. 

47 All the congregation of Israel 
shall keep it. 

48 And when a stranger shall so¬ 
journ with thee, and will keep the 
passover to the Lord, let all his 
mates he circumcised, and then let 
him come near and keep it; and he 
shall be as one that is born in the 
land; for no uDcircumcised person 
shall eat thereof. 

49 One law shall he to him that is 
homebom, and UDto the stranger that 
sojourneth among you. 

50 Thus did all the children of Is¬ 
rael ; as the Lord commanded Moses 
and Aaron, so did they. 

51 And it came to pass the self-same 
day, that the Lord did hring the chil¬ 
dren of Israel out of the land of 
Egypt by their armies. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

The first-born sanctified — Pais or er com¬ 
manded — The JtigtU out of Egypt—The 
cloud, tin d a pillar of fire. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Sanctify unto me all the first-born, 
whatsoever openeth the womb among 
the children of Israel, both of man 
and of beast; it is mine. 

3 And Moses said unto the people, 
Remember this day. in which ye 
came out from Egvpi. out of the 
house of bondnge; for by strength 
of hand the Lord hrnn^ht you out 
from this place; there .-dial) no lea¬ 
vened bread be oaten. 

4 This day came yc out in the month 
Abib. 

5 And it shall be when the Lord 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Canaanite9, and the Ilittites, and th* 
Amorites, and the llivites, and the 
Jchusitos, which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee, a land flowing 
with milk and honey, that thou shall 
keep this service in this month. 

6 Seven days thou shalt eat nnlea- 
vened broad, and in the seventh day 
shall he a feast to the Lord. 

7 Unleavened bread shall be eaten 
seven days; and there shall no lea¬ 
vened bread be seen with thee, neither 
shall there be leaven seen with thee 
in all thy quarters. 

8 And thou shalt show thy son la 
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that day, flaying, This is done because 
of that which the Lord did unto me 
when I oaino forth out of Egypt. 

9 And it eball be for a sign unto 
thee upon thine hund, and for a me¬ 
morial butwoen thiuc cyca, that the 
Lord's law may be in thy mouth; 
for with a strong band hath tho Lord 
brought thou out of Egypt. 

10 Thou shalt therefore keep this 
ordinance in hie season from year 
to year. 

11 And it shall be when the Lord 
aboil bring thee into the land of the 
CunuuDiles, as be swaro unto thee 
and thy fathers, and shall give it 
thee, 

12 That thou shalt set apart unto 
the Lord all that openeth the matrix, 
and every firstling that oorneth of a 
beast which thou hast; the male shall 
lie the Lord's. 

13 And every firstling of an ass 
thou shalt redeem with a lamh ; and 
if thou wilt not rodeem it, then thou 
shalL break hie neck; and all the 
firsL-born of man among thy cliildron 
shalt thou redeem. 

11 And it shall be whon thy son 
asketh Lhoo in tine to como, saying, 
What is this? that thou shalt say 
unto him, By strength of hand the 
Lord brought us out from Egypt, 
from tbo house of bondage; 

15 And it came to pass, whon Pha¬ 
raoh would hardly let us go, that the 
Lord slow all the first-born in the 
laud of Egypt, both the first-born of 
man, and tne first-born of beast; 
therefore I sacrifice to the Lord all 
that oponoth the matrix, being males; 
but all the firBt-born of my children 
I redeem. 

10 And it shall he for a token upon 
thiuc hand, and for frontlets between 
thine eyes; for by strength of hand 
! he Lord brought us forth out of Egypt. 

17 Anil it came to pass, when Pha¬ 
raoh had let the people go, that God 
lod them not through tho way of tho 
land of tho Philistines, although that 
was near; for God said, Lest perad- 
venturo tho pooplo repent when they 
■oo war, and they return to Egypt; 

18 But God led the people about, 
through the way of the wildornoss of 
the lied sea; and the ohildron of Is¬ 
rael went up hamossed out of the 
land of Egypt. 


19 And Moses took the bones of 
Joseph with him; for he had straitlj 
sworn the ohildren of Israel, saying, 
God will surely visit you; and ye 
:hall carry up my bones away henoe 
with you. 

20 And they took their journey from 
Succoth, and encamped in Etham, in 
the edgo of the wilderness. 

21 And the Lord went before them 
by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead 
them the way; and by night in a 
pillar of fire, to give them light; to 
go by day and night. 

22 He took not away the pillar of 
the cloud by day, nor the pillar of 
fire by night, from before the people. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

God inttrucldh the Israelites — Pharaoh vur* 
sueth them—The Israelite! past through the 
Red sea. 

ND tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the ohildren of Israel, 
that they turn and encamp before Pi- 
hahiroth, between Migdol and the sea, 
over against Boal-zephon; before it 
shall ye encamp hy the sea. 

3 For Pharaon will say of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, They are entangled 
iu the land, the wilderness hath shat 
them in. 

4 And Pharaoh will harden his 
heart, that he shall follow after them; 
and I will be honoured upon Pha¬ 
raoh, and upon all his host; that the 
EgypLiaus may know that I am the 
Lord. And thoy did so. 

5 And it was told the king of Egypt 
that tho people fled ; and the heart 
of Pharaoh and of his servants wne 
turned against the people, and they 
said, Why have we done this, that we 
have let Israel go from serving us ? 

0 And ho made ready his chariot, 
and took his people with him ; 

7 And he took six hundred ehosec 
chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, 
and captains over every one of them 

3 And Pharaoh hardened his heart, 
aud he pursued after the ohildren of 
Israel; and the children of IsraeJ 
went out with a high hand. 

9 But the Egyptians pursued after 
them, all tho horses and ohariots of 
Pharaoh, and his horsemen, and hif 
army, and overtook thorn encamping 
by the sea, beside Pi-hahiroth, before 
Baal-iephon. 
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10 And when Pharaoh drew nigh, 
the children of Israel lifted up their 
eyes, and, behold, the Egyptians 
marched after them ; and they were 
sore afraid ; and the children of Israel 
cried out unto the Lord. 

11 And they said unto Moses, Be¬ 
cause there were no graves in Egypt, 
hast thou taken us away to die in the 
wilderness ? wherefore hast thou dealt 
thus with us, to carry us forth out of 
Egypt ? 

12 Is not this the word that we did 
tell thee in Egypt, saying, Bet us 
alone, that we may serve the Egyp¬ 
tians? For it had been better for us 
to serve the Egyptians, than that we 
should die in the wilderness. 

13 And Moses said unto the people, 
Fear ye not, stand still, and see the 
salvation of the Lord, which he will 
show to you to-day ; for the Egyp¬ 
tians whom ye have seen to-day, ve 
shall see them again no more for ever. 

14 The Lord shall fight for you, and 
ye shall hold your peace. 

15 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Wherefore criest thou unto mo ? speak 
unto the children of Israel, that they 
go forward ; 

16 But lift thou up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea, 
and divide it; and the children of 
Israel shall go on dry ground through 
the midst of the sea. 

17 And I say unto thee the hearts 
of the Egyptians shall be hardened, 
and they shall follow them : and I 
will get me honour upon Pharaoh, 
and upon all his host, upon his cha¬ 
riots, and upon his horsemen. 

18 And the Egyptians shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I havo 
gotten me honour upon Pharaoh, 
upon his chariots, and upon his 
horsemen. 

19 And the Angel of God, which 
went before Ihe camp of Israol, re¬ 
moved and went behind them ; and 
the pillar of the cloud went from be¬ 
fore their faco, and stood behind them : 

20 And it came betweon the camp 
of the Egyptians and the camp of 
Israel; and it was a cloud and dark- 
nose to Iho Egyptians, but it gave 
light by night to tho Israelites, so 
that the one came not near the other 
all the night. 

21 And Moses stretohed out hie 


hand over the sea; and the Lord 
caused the sea to go hack by a strong 
east wind all that night, and made 
the sea dry land, and the waters were 
divided. 

22 And the children of Israel went 
into the midst of the sea upon the 
dry ground ; and the waters were a 
wall unto them on their right hand, 
and on their left. 

23 And the Egyptians pursued, aDd 
went in after them to the midst of 
the sea, even all Pharaoh’s horses, 
his chariots, and his horsemen. 

24 And it came to pass, that in the 
morning watch the Lord looked unto 
the host of the Egyptians through 
the pillar of fire and of the cloud, and 
troubled the host of the Egyptians, 

25 And took off their chariot wheels, 
that they drave them heavily; so that 
the Egyptians said, Let us flee from 
the face of Israel; for the Lord fight- 
cth for them against the Egyptians. 

26 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand over the sea, 
that the waters may come again upon 
the Egyptians, upon their chariots, 
and upon their horsemen. 

27 And Moses stretched forth his 
hand over the sea, and the sea re 
turned to hi* strength when the 
morning appeared; and the Egyp¬ 
tians fled against it; and the Lord 
overthrew the Egyptians in the midst 
of the sea. 

28 And the waters returned, and 
covered the chariots, and the horse¬ 
men, and all the host of Pharaoh that 
camo into the sea after them; there 
remained not so much as one of them. 

29 But the children of Israel walked 
upon dry land in the midst of the 
sea; and the waters were a wall unto 
them on their right hand, and on 
their loft. 

30 Thus the Lord saved Israel that 
day out of the hand of the Egyp¬ 
tians; and Israel saw the Egyptians 
dead upon the sea shore. 

31 And Israel saw that great work 
which tho Lord did upon the Egyp¬ 
tians ; and the people feared tne 
Lord, and holieved the Lord, and his 
servant Moses. 

CHAPTER XV. 

3fat ex’ gang — The. uxttert at Hamh. 
HEN sang Moses and the children 
of Israel this song nnto the Lord, 
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^nd spake, saying, I will sing unto 
the Lord, for he hath triumphed 
gloriously ; the horse and his rider 
hath he thrown iDto the sea. 

2 The Lord is my strength and song, 
and be is become my salvation; he 
Is my God, and 1 will prepare him a 
habitation ; my father s God, and I 
will exalt him. 

3 The Lord is a man of war; the 
Lord is his name. 

4 Pharaoh's chariots and his host 
hath he cubI into the sea; his ehosen 
captains also are drowned in the Red 
sea. 

5 The depths have covered them; 
they sank into the bottom as a stone. 

6 Thy right hand, 0 Lord, is be¬ 
come glorious in power; thy right 
baud, 0 Lord, hath dashed in pieces 
the enemy. 

7 And in the greatness of thine ex¬ 
cellency thou hast overthrown them 
that rose up against thee; thou eent- 
est forth thy wrath, which consumed 
them as Btubble. 

8 And with the blast of tby nostrils 
the wators were gathered together, 
the floods stood upright as a heap, 
and the depths were congealed in the 
heart of the Bea. 

9 The enemy Baid, I will pursue, I 
will overtake, I will divide the spoil ; 
my lust shall bo satisfied upon them; 
1 will draw my Bword, my band shall 
destroy them. 

10 Thou didst blow with thy wind, 
the sea covered them; they Bank as 
lead in the mighty waters. 

11 Who is like unto thee, 0 Lord, 
among the gods? who is like thee, 
gloriouB in holiness, fearful in praises, 
doing wonders ? 

12 Thou stretchedst out thy right 
hand, the earth swallowed them. 

13 Thou in thy meroy hast led forth 
the people whioh thou hast redeemed; 
thou hast guided them in thy strength 
onto thy holy habitation. 

14 The people shall hear, and be 
afraid; Borrow shall take hold on the 
Inhabitants of Palestina. 

15 Then tho dukes of Edom shall 
be amated ; tho mighty men of Moab, 
trembling slinll take bold upon them; 
all the in habit ii ills of Canaan shall 
melt away. 

16 Fear and dread shall fall npon 
them : bv the greatness of thin* arm 
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they shall be as still as a stone; tUJ 
the people paaB over, 0 Lord, till the 
people pass over, whioh thou hast 
purchased. 

17 Thou shalt bring them in, and 
plant them in the mountain of thine 
inheritance, in the place, 0 Lord, 
which thou hast made for thee to 
dwell in ; in the sanctuary, 0 Lord, 
which thy hands have established. 

18 The Lord shall reign for ever 
and ever. 

19 For the horse of Pharaoh went 
in with his chariots and with his 
horsemen into the sea, and the Lord 
brought again the waters of the sea 
upon them ; but the children of Israel 
wont on dry land in the midst of the 
sea. 

20 And Miriam the prophetess, the 
sister of Aaron, took a timbrel in her 
haDd; and all the women went out 
after her with timbrels and with 
dances. 

21 And Miriam answered them, 
Sing ye to the Lord, for he hath tri¬ 
umphed gloriously; the horse and 
hie rider hath he thrown into the 
sea. 

22 So Moses brought Israel from 
the Red sea, and they went oat into 
the wilderness of Shur; and they 
went three days in the wilderness, 
and found no water. 

23 And when they came to Marah, 
they could not drink of the waters of 
Marah, for they were bitter; therefore 
the name of it was called Marah. 

24 And the people murmured 
against Moses/ saying, What shall 
we drink ? 

25 And he cried unto the Lord; 
and the Lord showed him a tree, 
whioh when he had cast into the wa¬ 
ters, the waters were made sweet; 
there he made for them a statute 
and an ordinance, and there he prov¬ 
ed them, 

26 And said, If thou wilt diligently 
hearken to the voioe of the Lord thy 
God, and wilt do that whioh is right 
in his sight, and wilt give ear to his 
oommandments, and keep all his 
statutes, I will pat uoue of these dis¬ 
eases upon thee, whioh I have brought 
upon the Egyptians; for I am the 
Lord that healeth thee. 

27 And they oame to Elim, where 
were twelve wells of water, and thre*- 
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score and ten palm trees; and they 
encamped there by the waters. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Quails and manna sent. 

ND they look Ihcir journey from 
Elirn, and all the congregation 
of the children of Israel came un¬ 
to the wilderness of Sin, which is 
between Elim and Sinai, on the 
fifteenth day of the second month 
after their departing out of the land 
of Egypt. 

2 And the whole congregation of 
the children of Israel murmured 
against Moses and Aaron in tho wil¬ 
derness ; 

3 And the children of Israel said 
unto them. Would to God we had 
died by the hand of the Lord in the 
land of Egypt, when we sat by the 
fiesh-pots, and when we did eat bread 
to the full; for ye have brought us 
forth into this wilderness, to kill this 
wholo assembly with hunger. 

4 Then said the Lord uuto Moses, 
Dehold, I will rain bread from hea¬ 
ven for you; and the people shall 
go out and gather a certain rate 
every day, that I may prove them, 
whether they will walk in my law, or 
no. 

5 And it shall oome to pass, that 
on the sixth day they shall prepare 
that which they bring in ; and it shall 
be twice as much as they gather 
daily. 

6 And Moses and Aaron said unto 
all the children of Israol, At even, 
then ye shall know that the Lord 
hath brought you out from tho land 
of Egypt; 

7 And in the morning, then ye 
Bhall see tho glory of tho Lord ; for 
that he heareth your murmurings 
against the Lord; and what are wo, 
that ye murmur ngainst us ? 

8 And Moses said, This shall be, 
when the Lord shall give you in 
the evening flesh to cat, and in tho 
morning bread to the full; for that 
the Lord hcarcth your murmurings 
which ye murmur against him ; and 
wbat are we ? your murmurings are 
not against us, but against the Lord. 

ft And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
Say unto all the oongrogation of the 
ohildren of Israel, Come near before 
the Lord; for be hath heard your 
marmorings 


10 And it CAme to pass, as Aaron 
spake unto the whole congregation 
of the children of Israel, that they 
looked toward the wilderness, and, 
behold, the glory of the Lord ap¬ 
peared in the cloud. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

12 I have heard the murmurings 
of the children of Israel; speak onto 
them, saying, At even yo shall eat 
flesh, and in the morning ye shall be 
filled with hread; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord your God. 

13 And it came to pass, that at 
even the quails came up, and cover¬ 
ed the camp; and in the morning 
the dew lay round about the host. 

14 And when tho dew that lay was 
gone up, behold, upon the face of the 
wilderness there lay a small round 
thing, as small as the hoar frost on 
the ground. 

15 And when the children of Israel 
saw it, they said one to another, It 
is manna; for they wist not what it 
was. And Moses said unto them, 
This is the bread which the Lord 
hath given you to eat. 

16 This is the thing which the 
Lord hath commanded, Gather of 
it every man according to his eating, 
an omer for every man, according to 
the number of your persons ; take ye 
every man for them which are in hie 
tents. 

17 And the children of Israel did so, 
and gathered, some more, some less. 

IS And when they did mote it with 
an omer, he that gathered much had 
nothing over, and ho that gathered 
littlo had no lack; they gathered 
every man according to his eating. 

19 And Moses said, Let no man 
leave of it till the morning. 

20 Notwithstanding they hearaen- 
od not unto Moses; but some of them 
loft of it until the morning, and it 
bred worms, and stank; and Mosei 
was wroth with them. 

21 And they gathered it every 
morning, every man according to hia 
eating ; and when the sun waxed hot, 
it melted. 

22 And it came to pass, that on the 
sixth day Ihoy gathered twioe as 
muoh bread, two omera for one man; 
and all the rulera of the congregation 
camo and told Moaes. 
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23 And bo said unto them, This is 
that which Iho Lord hath said, To¬ 
morrow is the rest of the holy sabbath 
onto the Lord; bake that which yo 
will hake to-day, and sectho that ye 
will seethe; and that which remain- 
cib over lay up for you to bo kept 
until the morning. 

24 And they laid it up till the 
morning, as Moses bade; and it did 
not stink, neither was there any 
worm therein. 

25 And Moses said, Eat that to¬ 
day ; for to-day is a sabbath unto 
the Lord; to-day yo shall not find it 
in the field. 

26 Six days yo shall gather it; but 
on the seventh day, which is the sab¬ 
bath, in it there shall be none. 

27 And it came to pass, that there 
went out some of the people on the 
seventh day for to gather, and they 
found none. 

28 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
llow long refuse yo to keep my com¬ 
mandments and my laws? 

29 Sec, for (hat the Lord hath 
given you the Hahbath, thcreforo he 
giveth you on tho sixth day the bread 
of two days; abide ye every man- in 
his place, lot no man go out of his 
place on tho seventh day. 

30 So the peoplo rested on the se¬ 
venth day. 

31 And tho house of Israel called 
the narao thereof Manna ; and it was 
like coriandor seed, white; and the 
taste of it was like wafers made with 
honey. 

32 And Moscb said, This is the 
thing which tho Lord comumndeth, 
Fill an oruer of it to be kept for your 
generations; that they may see tho 
bread wherewith I havo fed you in 
the wilderness, when I brought you 
forth from tho land of Egypt. 

33 And Mosos said unto Aaron, 
Take a pot, and put an oiner full of 
manna therein, and lay it up before 
the Lord, to be kept for your gene¬ 
rations. 

34 As iho Lord commanded Moscb, 
bo Aaron laid it up boforo the Testi¬ 
mony, to bo kept. 

35 And the children of Israol did 
eat mannn forty years, until thoy 
oamo to a land inhabited ; they did 
eat in anna, until they onino unto the 
borders of tbc land of Canaan.

30 Now an omer is the tenth port 
of an ephah. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Water at the rack in llartb—/folding up of 
Mosrs' hands—Moses buildrJh an altar. 
ND all the congregation of the 
children of Israel journeyed 
from tho wilderness of Sin, alter their 
journeys, according to the command¬ 
ment of the Lord, and pitched in 
Ucphidiin ; and there was no water 
for the people to drink. 

2 Wherefore the people did chide 
with Moses, and said, Give us water 
that we may drink. And Moses said 
unto them, Why chide ye with me? 
wherefore do yo tempt tho Lord ? 

3 And tho people thirsted there for 
water; and the people murmured 
against Moses, ana said, Wherefore 
is this that thou hast brought us up 
out of Egypt, to kill us and our chil¬ 
dren aDd our cattle with thirst ? 

4 And Moses cried unto the Lord, 
saying, What shall I do unto this 
people ? they be almost ready to 
stone me. 

5 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go on before the people, and take 
with thee of the ciders of Israel; and 
thy rod, wherewith thou smoteet the 
river, take in thine hand, and go. 

fl Bohold, I will stand before thee 
thore upon tho rock in Horeb; and 
thou shnlt smito the rock, and there 
shall come water out of it, that the 
peoplo may drink. And Moses did 
so in the sight of the elders of Israel. 

7 And ho called the name of the 
place Massah, and Merihah, because 
of the chiding of tho children of Is¬ 
rael, and because they tempted the 
Lord, saying, Is the Lord amoDg ns, 
or not ? 

8 Thon came Amalek, and fonght 
with Israel in Rephidim. 

Q And Moses said unto Joshua, 
Choose us out men, and go out, fight 
with Atnalok ; to-morrow I will stand 
on tho top of the hill with the rod of 
God in mine hand. 

10 8o Joshua did as Moses had said 
to "him, and fought with Amalek ; and 
Moses, Aaron, and Ilur went np to 
the top of the hill. 

11 And it oamo to paSB, when Mo¬ 
ses hold up his hand, that Israel pre¬ 
vailed ; and when he let down hlfl 
hand, Amalek prevailed. 
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12 But Moses' hands were heavy ; 
and they took a stone, and put it 
under him, and he sat thereon ; and 
Aaron and Hur stayed up his hands, 
the one on the one side, and the other 
on the other side ; And his hands were 
steady until the going down of the 
snn. 

13 And Joshua discomfited Ama- 
lek and his people with the edge of 
the sword. 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write this for a memorial in a book, 
and rehearse it in the ears of Joshua; 
for I will utterly put out the remem¬ 
brance of Amalek from under heaven. 

15 And Moses built an altar, and 
called the name of it Jebovah-nissi; 

16 For he said, Becauso the Lord 
hath sworn that the Lord will have 
war with Amalek from generation to 
generation. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

Jethro comelh to Moses — His counsel is ac¬ 
cepted. 

I1EN Jethro, the high priest of 
Midian, Moses’ father-in-law, 
heard of all thal God had done for 
Moses, and for Israel his people, and 
that the Lord had brought Israel out 
of Egypt; 

2 Then Jethro, Moses’ father-in-law, 
took Zipporah, Moses' wife, after he 
had sent her back, 

3 And her two Bons; of which the 
name of the one was Gershom; for 
he said, I have been an alien in a 
strange land ; 

4 And the name of the other was 
Eliezer; for the God of my father, 
said he, was mine help, and delivered 
me from the sword of Pharaoh ; 

5 And Jethro, Moses' father-in-law, 
eame with his sons and his wife unto 
Moses into tho wilderness, where he 
encamped at the mount of God ; 

6 And he said unto Moses, I thy 
father-in-law Jethro am come unto 
thee, and thy wife, aud her two sons 
with her. 

7 And Moses went out to meet his 
father-in-law, and did obeisance, and 
kissed him; and they asked each other 
of their welfaro ; and they came into 
the tent. 

8 And Moses told his father-in-law 
all that the Lord had done unto Pha¬ 
raoh and to the Egyptians for iBraol’s 
sake, and all tbe travail that had oome 


upon them by the way, anu how the 
Lord delivered them. 

9 And Jethro rejoiced for all the 
goodness which tho Lord had done to 
Israel, whom he had delivered out of 
tho hand of the Egyptians. 

10 And Jethro said, Blessed be the 
Lord, who hath delivered you out of 
the hand of the Egyptians, and out 
of the hand of Pharaoh, who hbth 
delivered the people from under the 
hand of the Egyptians. 

11 Now I know that the Lord is 
greater than all gods; for in the thing 
wherein they dealt proudly "he was 
above them. 

12 And Jethro, Moses' father-in- 
law, took a burnt offering and sacri¬ 
fices for God; and Aaron came, and 
all the elders of Israel, to eat bread 
with Moses'father-in-law before God. 

13 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that Moses eat to judge the peo¬ 
ple ; and the people stood by Moses 
from the morning unto the evening, 

14 And when Moses’ father-in-law 
saw all that he did to the people, he 
said, What is this thing that thou 
docst to the people ? Why sittest thou 
thyself alone, and all the people stand 
by thee from morning unto even? 

15 And Moses said unto his father- 
in-law, Because the people erme unto 
me to inquire of God; 

16 When they have a matter, they 
come unto me; and I judge between 
one and another, and I do make them 
know the statutes of God, and his 
laws. 

17 And Mo9es’ father-in-law said 
unto him, The thing that thou doest 
is not good. 

18 Thou wilt surely wear away, both 
thou, and this people that is with 
thee; for this thing is too heavy for 
thee; thou art not able to perform it 
thyself alone. 

19 Hearken now unto my voice, I 
will give thee counsel, and God shall 
bo with thee; Be thou for the people 
to God-ward, that thou mayest bring 
the causes unto God; 

20 And thou shalt teach them ordi¬ 
nances and laws, and shalt show them 
the way wherein they must walk, and 
the work that they must do. 

21 Moreover thou shalt provide ou* 
of all the people able men, such os 
fear God, men of truth, hating covet- 
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ouaness; and plaoe such over thorn, 
to l>e rulers of thousands, and rulers 
of hundreds, rulers of fifties, and 
rulers of tons; 

22 And let them judge the people 
at all seasons; and it shall be, that 
every great matter they shall bring 
unto thee, but every small matter 
they shall judge ; so shall it be easier 
for thyself, and they shall bear the 
burden with thee. 

23 If thou sbalt do this thing, and 
God command thoc so, then thou 
shall be able to endure, and all this 
pooplo shall also go to their place in 
peace. 

2i So Moses hearkened to the voice 
of his father-in-law, and did all that 
ho had said. 

25 And Moses chose able men out 
of all Israel, and made them heads 
over the people, rulers of thousands, 
rulers of hundreds, rulers of fifties, 
and rulers of tens. 

26 And they judged the people at 
all seasons; the hard causes they 
brought unto Moses, but every small 
matter they judged themselves. 

27 And Mosos lot his father-in-law 
depart; and he went his way into his 
own land. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

O(xTt dealings with the people at Sinai. 

N the third month, when tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel were gone forth out 
of the land of Egypt, the same day 
came they into the wilderness of 
Sinai. 

2 For they were doparted from 
Rephidim, and were come to the 
desert of Sinai, and had pitched in 
the wilderness; and there Israel 
camped before the mount. 

3 And Moses went up unto God, 
and tho Lord oalled unto him out of 
the mountain, saying, Thus shalt 
thou say to tho house of Jacob, and 
toll the ohildren of Israel; 

4 Ye have seen what I did unto 
the Egyptians, and how I bare you 
on eagles' wings, and brought you 
unto myself. 

5 Now therefore, if ye will obey 
my voice indoed, and keep my cove¬ 
nant, thon ye shall be a peculiar 
treasuro unto me abovo all pooplo; 
for all the earth is mine; 

6 And ye shall be unto me a king¬ 
dom of priosts, and a holy nation. 


These are the words which thou shalt 
speak unto tho children of Israel. 

7 And Moses cftino and called for 
the elders of the people, and laid 
before their faces all these words 
which the Lord commanded him. 

8 And all the people answered to¬ 
gether, and said, All that the Lord 
hath 9poken we will do. And Mosel 
returned the words of the people 
unto the Lord. 

9 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Lo, I come unto thee in a thiok cloud, 
that the people may hear when I 
speak with thee, and believe thee for 
ever. And Moses told the words of 
the people unto tho Lord. 

10 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go unto the people, and sanctify 
them to-day and to-morrow, and let 
them wash their clothes, 

11 And be ready against the third 
day; for the third day the Lord will 
come down in the sight of all the 
people upon mount Sinai. 

12 And thou shalt sot bounds unto 
tho pooplo round about, saying, Take 
heed to yourselves, that ye go not up 
into the mount, or touch the border 
of it; whosoever touoheth the mount 
shall be surely put to death; 

13 There Bhall not a hand touch it, 
but ho shall surely be stoned, or shot 
through; whether it bo beast or man, 
it shall not live; when the trumpet 
soundeth long, they shall come up to 
the mount. 

14 And Moses went down from tne 
mount unto the people, and sanctified 
tho people; and they washed their 
clothes. 

15 And he said unto the people, Be 
ready against the third day; oome 
not at your wives. 

16 And it eame to pasB on the third 
day in the morning, that there were 
thunders and lightnings, and a thiok 
oloud upon the mount, and tho voice 
of the trumpet exceeding loud; so 
that all the people th&t was in the 
oamp trembled. 

17 And Mo9es brought forth the 
people out of tho camp to meet with 
God; and they stood at the nether 
part of tho mount. 

18 And mount Sinai was altogether 
on a smoke, beoause the Lord de¬ 
scended upon it in fire; and the 
smoke thereof ascended as the smoke 
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of a furnace, and the whole mount 
quaked greatly. 

19 And when the voice of the 
trumpet sounded long, and waxed 
louder and louder, Moses 6pake, and 
God answered him by a voice. 

20 And the Lord came down upon 
mouDt Sinai, on the top of the 
mount; and the Lord called Moses 
up to the top of the mount; and 
Moses went up. 

21 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go down, charge the people, lest they 
break through unto tne Lord to gaze, 
and many of them perish. 

22 And let the priests also, which 
come near to the Lord, sanctify them¬ 
selves, loet Lhe Lord break forth upon 
them. 

23 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
The people cannot come up to mount 
Sinai; for thou chargcdst us, saying. 
Set bounds about the mount, and 
sanctify it. 

24 And the Lord said UDto bim, 
Away, get thee down, and thou shalt 
aome up, thou, and Aaron with thee; 
but let not the priests and the people 
break through to come up unto the 
Lord, lest he break forth upon 
them. 

25 So Moses wont down unto the 
people, and spake unto them. 

CHAPTER XX. 

The ten cammnndmenii. 

A ND God spake all those words, 
saying, 

2 I am the Lord thy God, which 
have brought thuo out of the land of 
Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 
3 Thou shalt have no other gods 
before me. 

4 Thou shalt not make unto tbco 
any graven image, or any likeness of 
any thing that is in heaven above, or 
that is in the earth beneath, or that 
is in the water under the earth; 

5 Thou shall not bow down thyself 
to them, nor serve them ; for 1 the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the ohildren unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate 
me; 

6 And showing moroy ante thou¬ 
sands of them that love mo, nud keep 
my commandments. 

7 Thou shalL not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain; for the 


Lord will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh his name in vain. 

8 Demember the sabbath day, to 
keep it holy. 

9 Six days shalt thou labour, and 
do all thy work; 

10 But the seventh day is the sab¬ 
bath of the Lord thy God; in it thoa 
shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, thy man ser¬ 
vant, nor thy maid servant, nor thy 
cattle, nor thy stranger that is within 
Lhy gates; 

11 For in six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all 
that in them is, and rested the 
seventh day; wherefore the Lord 
blessed the sahbath day, and hal¬ 
lowed it. 

12 Honour thy father and thy mo¬ 
ther ; that thy days may be long 
upon the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth theo. 

13 Thou shalt not kill. 

14 Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

15 Thou shalt not Bteal. 

16 Thou shalt not bear false wit¬ 
ness against thy neighbour. 

17 Thou shalt not covet thy neigh¬ 
bour's house, thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour’s wife, nor his man ser¬ 
vant, nor his maid servant, nor his 
ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is 
thy neighbour's. 

18 And all the people saw the thun- 
derings, and the lightnings, and the 
noise of the trumpet, and the moun¬ 
tain smoking; and when the people 
saw it, they removed, and stood afar 
off. 

19 And they said unto Mobbs, Speak 
thou with us, and we will hear; but 
let not God speak with us, lest we 
die. 

20 And Moses said unto the people, 
Fear not; for God is oome to prove 
you, and that his fear may be before 
your faces, that ye sin not. 

21 And the people stood afar off, 
and Moses drew near nnto the thiok 

i darkness where God was. 

22 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Thus thou shalt say unto the ohildren 
of Israel, Ye have soen 'that I have 
tulkod with you from heaven. 

23 Ye shall uot make unto you gods 
of silver, neither shall ye make unto 
you gods of gold. 

24 An altar of earth thou shalt 
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make unto me, and shall sacrifice 
tberoou thy burnt offerings, and thy 
peace offerings, thy sheep, and Lhino 
oxen; in all places wbero I record 
my name I will cnino unto thee, and 
I will bless thee. 

25 And if thou wilt make mo an 
altar of stone, thou shalt not build it 
of hewn sloue; for if thou lift up 
thy tool upon it, thou hast polluted 
it. 

26 Neither shult thou go up by 
steps onto mine altar, that thy naked¬ 
ness bo not discovered thcreou. • 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Surulry tut ot. 

OW these arc the judgments 
which thou shalt sot before 

I Item. 

2 If thou buy a Hebrew servant, sis 
yoarB he shell serve; and in the 
seventh he shall go out free for 
nothing. 

3 If ho came in by himself, he shall 
go out by himself; if be were married, 
then his wife shall go out with him. 

4 If his master have given him a 
wifo, and she have borne him sons or 
daughters; the wife and her children 
shall bo her mastor's, and he shall go 
out by himself, 

5 And if the servant shall plainly 
say, I love my mastor, my wife, and 
my children ; I will not go out free; 

C Then his master shall bring him 
unto tbo judges; he Bhall also bring 
him to his door, or unto the door 
post; and bis master Bhall bore his 
ear through with an awl; and he 
shall sorve him for ever. 

7 And if a man sell his daughter to 
be A maid servant, sho shall not go 
out ab Lho men servants do. 

6 If she please not hor master, who 
hath not betrothed her to himself, 
thon shall he let her bo redoemed; to 
sell her unto a strange nation he 
shall bavo no power, seoing he hath 
to do this detail deceitfully with her. 

9 And if ho have botrothed her unto 
his son, he shall deal with hor after 
the manner of daughters. 

10 If he take him anothor wifo, hor 
food, her raimont, and her duty of 
marriage, shall he not diminish. 

11 And if ho do not these three 
unco hor, thon shall she go out free 
without monoy. 

12 He that smileth a man, so that 
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ho die, shall be surely put to death. 

13 And if a man lie not in wait, 
but God deliver him into his hand 
then I will appoint tbec a place 
whither bo shall flee. 

14 But if a man come presumptu¬ 
ously upon his neighbour, to slay nim 
with guile; thou shalt take him from 
mine altar, that ho may die. 

15 And ho that smiteth his father, 
or his mother, shall be surely put to 
death. 

16 And he that stealeth a man, and 
selleth him, or if he be found in his 
hand, he shall surely bo put to death. 

17 And he that cursctn his father, 
or his mother, shall surely he put to 
death. 

18 And if men strive together, and 
one smite another with a stone, or 
with his fist, and he die not, bat 
kcepet h his bed; 

19 If he rise again, and walk abroad 
upon his staff, then shall he that 
smote him be quit; only he shall pay 
for the loss oT his time, and snail 
cause him to be thoroughly healed. 

20 And if a man Binitc his servant, 
or his maid, with a rod, and he die 
under his hand; he shall be pot to 
death. 

21 Notwithstanding, if he continue 
a day or two, and recover, he shall 
not be put to death, for he iB his ser¬ 
vant. 

22 If men strive, and hurt a woman 
with child, so that her fruit depart 
from her, and yet no mischief follow; 
he shall be surely punished, according 
as (ho woman’s husband will lay 
upon him; and he shall pay as the 
judges determine. 

23 And if any mischief follow, then 
thou shalt give life for life, 

24 Eye for oye, tooth for tooth, 
hand for hand, foot for foot, 

25 Burning for burning, wound for 
wound, stripo for stripe. 

26 And if a man smile the eye of 
his servant, or the eye of his maid, 
that it perish; he shall let him go 
free for his eye’s sake. 

27 And if he smito oat his man 
servant’s tooth, or his maid servant’s 
tooth : he shall lol him go free for his 
tooth’s sake. 

28 If an ox gore a man or a woman, 
that they die ; then the ox shall be 
Burely stoned, and his flesh shall not 
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be eaten; but the owner of the ox 
shall be quit. 

29 But if the ox wore wont to push 
with his horn in time past, and it 
hath been testified to his owner, and 
he hath not kept him in, but that he 
hath killed a man or a woman; the 
ox shall be stoned, and his owner 
also shall be put to death. 

30 If there be laid on him a sum of 
money, then he shall give for the 
ransom of his life whatsoever is laid 
upon him. 

31 Whether he have gored a son, or 
have gored a daughter, according to 
this judgment shall it be done unto 
him. 

32 If the ox shall push a man ser¬ 
vant or a maid servant; be shall give 
unto their master thirty shekels of 
silver, and the ox shall be Btoned. 

33 And if a man shall open a pit, 
or if a man shall dig a pit, and not 
cover it, and an ox or an ass fall 
therein ; 

34 The owner of the pit shall make 
it good, and givo money unto the 
owner of them ; and tho dead beast 
shall be his. 

35 And if one man's ox hurt 
another's, that he die; then they 
shall sell the live ox, and divido the 
money of it; and the dead ox also 
they shall divide. 

36 Or if it be known that the ox 
hath used to push in time past, and 
his owner hath not kept him in ; he 
shall surely pay ox for ox; and the 
dead shall be his own. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Sundry laws. 

F a man shall steal an ox, or a 
sheep, and kill it, or sell it; ho 
shall restore five oxen for an ox, and 
four sheep for a sheep. 

2 If a thief be found breaking up, 
and be smitten that he die, there 
shall no blood bo shod for him. 

3 If the sun be risen upon him, 
there shall be blood shed for him ; for 
he should make full restitution ; if be 
nave nothing, then be shall be sold 
for his theft. 

4 It tho theft be certainly found in 
biB hand alive, whether it be ox, or 
OSB, or sheep; ho shall restore double. 

5 If a man shall cause a field or 
vineyard to be eaten, and shall put 
In his beast, and shall feed in another 


man's field; of the best of his own 
field, and of the best of his own vine¬ 
yard, shall he make restitution. 

6 If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, so that the stacks of com, or 
the standing com, or the field, be 
consumed therewith ; he that kindled 
the fire shall sorely make restitution. 

7 If a man shall deliver unto his 
neighbour money or stuff to keep, 
and it be stoten out of the man's 
house; if the thief be found, let him 
pay double. 

6 If the thief be not found, then the 
master of the house shall be brought 
unto the judges, to see whether he 
have put his hand onto his neigh¬ 
bour’s goods. 

6 For all manner of trespass, whether 
it be for ox, for ass, for sheep, for 
raiment, or for any manner of lost 
thing, which another challengeth to 
be his, the cause of both parties shall 
como before the judges ; and whom 
the judges shall condemn, he shall 
pay double unto his neighbour. 

10 If a man deliver unto hia neigh¬ 
bour an aBs, or an ox, or a sheep, or 
any beast, to keep; and it die, or be 
hurt, or driven away, no man seeing 
it; 

11 Then shall an oath of the Lord 
be between them both, that he hath 
not put his hand unto his neighbour's 
goods; and the owner of it shall 
accept thereof, and he shall not make 
it good. 

12 And if it be stolen from him, he 
shall make restitution unto the owner 
thereof. 

13 If it be torn in pieces, then let 
him bring it for witness, and he shall 
not make good that which was torn. 

14 And if a man borrow aught 
of his neighbour, and it be hurt, or 
die, the owner thereof being not with 
it, he shall surely make it good. 

15 But if the owner thereof be with 
it, he shall not make it good; if it be 
a hired thing, it oame for his hire. 

16 And if a man entice a maid 
that is not betrothed, and lie with her, 
he shall surely endow her to be his 
wife. 

17 If her father utterly to 

givo her unto him, be shall money 
according to tho dowry of »fgins. 

18 Thou shalt not suffer a murderer 
to live. 
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19 Whosoever lieth with a beast 
shall surely bo put to deftth. 

20 He that saerificcth unto any god, 
save unto the Lord only, ho shall be 
utterly destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt neilher vex aBlrangcr, 
nor oppress him : for ye wero strangers 
Id the land of Egypt. 

22 Ye shall not afflict any widow, or 
fatherless child. 

23 If thou afflict theui in any wise, 
ind they cry at all unto me, I will 
#urely hear their cry ; 

24 And my wrath shall wax hot, 
and I will kill you with the sword; 
and your wives shall bo widows, and 
your childron fatherless. 

25 If thou lend money to any of 
my people that is poor by thee, thou 
ehalt not bo to him as a usurer, nei¬ 
ther shalt thou lay upon hiiu usury. 

26 If thou at all take thy neigh¬ 
bour's raiment to plcdgo, thou shall 
deliver it unto him by that the sun 
gooth down ; 

27 For that is his covering only, it 
is his raiment for his skin; wherein 
shall ho sleep ? and it shall come to 

ass, when he cricth unto me, that 

will hear; for I am gracious. 

28 Thou shalt not revile against 
God, nor ourse the ruler of thy peo¬ 
ple. 

29 Tbou shall not dolay to offer the 
first of thy ripe fruiLs, and of thy 
liquors; tho first-born of thy sons 
shall thou give unto me. 

30 Likowise shalt thou do with 
I hino oxen, and with thy sheep; se¬ 
ven days it shall bo with his dam; 
on tho eighth day thou shalt give it 
me. 

31 And yo shall be holy men unto 
mo; neither shall yo eat any Qeeh 
that is torn of bensts in tho held ; ye 
shall oist it to the dogs. 

CI1APTKH XXIII. 

5yndry law*—An angel promised. 
flOU shall not raise a false ro- 
port; put not thine hand with 
the wicked to bo an unrighteous wit¬ 
ness. 

2 Thou shalt not follow a multitude 
to do evil; neither shalt thou speak 
in a oause to deoline after many to 
wrost judgment; 

3 Neither shalt thou oountenance a 
wicked man in his cause. 

4 II thou meet thine enemy's ox or 
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hiB ass going astray, thou shalt surely 
bring it back to him again. 

5 If thou see the ass of him that 
hatclh thee lying under his burden, 
and wouldest forhear to help him, 
thou shalt surely help with him. 

6 Thou shalt not wrest the judg¬ 
ment of thy poor in his cause. 

7 Keep thee far from a false mat> 
ter; and the innocent and righteous 
slay thou not; for I will not justify 
tho wicked. 

8 And thou shalt take no gift; 
for the gift blindeth the wise, and 
pervorteth the words of the right¬ 
eous. 

.9 Also thou shalt not oppress a 
stranger; for ye know the heart of a 
stranger, seeing ye were strangers in 
the land of Egypt. 

10 And six years thou shalt sow 
thy land, and shalt gather in the 
fruits thereof; 

11 But the seventh year thou shalt 
let it rest and lie still; that the poor 
of thy people may eat; and what 
they leave the boasts of the field 
shall cat. In like manner thou shalt 
deal with thy vineyard, and with thy 
olive-yard. 

12 Six days thou shall do thy work, 
and on the seventh day thou shalt 
rest; that thine ox and thine ass may 
rest, and tho son of thy handmaid, 
and tho stranger, may he refreshed. 

13 And in all things that I have 
said unto you be circumspect; and 
make no mention of the name of 
other gods, neither let it be heard 
out of tby mouth. 

14 Three times thou shalt keep a 
feast unto me in the year. 

15 Thou shalt keep the feast of 
unleavened bread; (thou shalt eat un¬ 
leavened bread sovon days, as I com¬ 
manded thee, in the time appointed 
of the month Abib; for in it tnou ea¬ 
rnest out from Egypt; and none shall 
appear before mo empty ;) 

16 And the feast of harvest, the 
first-fruits of thy labours, which thou 
hast sown in tho field; and the feast 
of ingathering, which is in the end 
of the year, when thou hast gathered 
in thy labours out of the field. 

T7 Throe times in the year all thy 
males shall appear hofore the Lord 
God. 

18 Thou shalt not offer the blood 
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of my sacrifice with leavened bread; 
neither shall the fat of my sacrifice 
remain until the morning. 

19 The first of the first-fruits of thy 
land thou shalt bring into the house 
of the Lord thy God. Thou shalt 
Dot seethe a kid in hia mother’s 
milk. 

20 Behold, I seDd an Angel before 
thee, to keep thee in the way, and to 
bring thee into the place which I 
have prepared. 

21 Beware of him, and obey his 
voice, provoke him not; for he will 
not pardon your transgressions; for 
my name is in him. 

22 But if thou shalt indeed obey 
his voice, and do oil that I speak; 
then I will be an enemy unto thine 
enemies, and an adversary unto thine 
adversaries. 

23 For mine Angel shall go before 
thee, and bring thee in unto the 
Amorites, and the llittitcs, and the 
Perizzitcs, and the Canaanites, the 
Hivites, and the Jcbuaitee; and I 
will cut them off. 

24 Thou shall not bow down to 
their gods, nor serve them, nor do 
after their works; but thou shall 
utterly overthrow them, and quite 
hreak down their images. 

25 And yo shall serve the Lord 
your Qod, and he shall bless thy 
bread, and thy water; and I will 
take sickness away from tho midst 
of thee. 

26 There shall nothing cast their 
young, nor be barren, in thy land; 
the number of thy days I will fulfil. 

27 I will send my fear before thcc, 
and I will destroy all the pcoplo to 
whom thou shall come; and I will 
make all thiue enemies turn their 
backs unto thee. 

28 And I will send hornets before 
thee, which shall drive out the Ili- 
vite, the Canaanilc, and tho Ilittitc, 
from before thee. 

29 I will not drive them out from 
before thee in one year; lest the land 
become desolate, and the beast of tbo 
field multiply against thee. 

30 By little and little I will drive 
them out from hefore thee, until thou 
be increased, and inherit tho land. 

31 And I will set thy bounds from 
the Red sea even unto the sea of the 
Philistines, and from the desert unto 


the river; for I will deliver the in 
habitants of tho land into your hand; 
and thou shalt drive them out before 
thcc. 

32 Thou shall make no covenant 
with them, nor with their gods. 

33 They shall not dwell in thy land, 
lest they make thee sin against mo; 
for if thou servo their gods, it will 
surely be a snare unto thcc. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

Moses is called up into the mountain , t chert 
he amlinueih forty days and forty nights. 
ND he said unto Moses, Como 
up unto the Lord, thou, and 
Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, and seven¬ 
ty of the elders of Israol; and wor¬ 
ship ye afar off. 

2 And Moses alone shall come near 
the Lord; but they shall not come 
nigh ; neither shall the people go up 
with him. 

3 And Moses came and told the 
people all the words of the Lord, and 
all the judgmeuts ; and all the people 
answered with one voice, and said, 
All the words which the Lord hath 
said will wc do. 

4 And Moses wrote all the words of 
the Lord, and rose up early in the 
morning, and builded an altar under 
the hill, and twelve pillars, according 
to the twelve tribes of Israel. 

5 And he sent young men of tho 
childreu of Israel, which offered hurnt 
offerings, and sacrificed peace offer¬ 
ings of oxen nnto the Lord. 

6 And Moses took half of the blood, 
nnd put it in basins; and half of the 
blood he sprinkled on the altar. 

7 And he took the book of the cove¬ 
nant. and read in the audience of the 
people; and they said, All that the 
Lord hath said will we do, and be 
obediont. 

8 And Moses took the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the people, and said, 
Behold tho blood of tne covenant, 
which the Lord hath made with yon 
concerning all those words. 

9 Then went up Moses, and Aaron, 
Nadab, and Abihu, and seventy of 
the elders of Israel; 

10 And they saw the God of Israel; 
and thore was undor his foot as it 
wore a paved work of a sapphire 
stone, and as it were the body of hea¬ 
ven in his clearness. 

11 And upon the nobles of the ohil- 
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dreii ol Ibiaol he laid cot his hand; 
also they saw God, and did eat and 
drink. 

12 And the Lord said unlo Moses, 
Come up lo me inlo the mount, and 
be there; and I will give thee tables 
of stone, and a law, and command¬ 
ments which I have written; that 
thou mayest teach them. 

13 And Moses rose up, and his 
ninistcr Joshua; and Moses went up 
into the mouut of God. 

14 And he said unto the elders, 
Tarry ye here for us, until we come 
again unto you; and, behold, Aaron 
and Ilur are with you; if any man 
have any matters to do, lei him come 
unlo fhem. 

1 .» And Moses went up into the 
mount, and n cloud covered the 
mount. 

10 And the glory of the Lord 
abode upon mount Sinai, and the 
cloud covered it six days; and tho 
seventh day he called uuto Moses 
out of the midst of the cloud. 

17 And the sight of the glory of the 
Lord was like devouring (ire on the 
top of the mount in the eyes of tho 
children of Israel. 

18 And Moses wcut inlo the midst 
of tho cloud, and gat him up into the 
mount; and Moses was in tho mount 
forty days and forty nights. 

CJI Al’TKU XXV. 

The tabernacle , mercy teat, cJierultim, table, 
ami candlestick. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they bring me an offering; of 
every man that givuth if willingly 
with bis heart ye shall take my offor- 
ing. 

3 And this is tho offering which yo 
shall take of them; gold, and silver, 
and brass, 

4 And blue, and purple, and soarlct, 
and fmc linen, and goats’ hair, 

5 And rams' skins dyed rod, aud 
badgers’ skins, and shittim wood, 

6 Oil for the light, spices for anoint¬ 
ing oil, and for swoot inoonso, 

7 Onyx stones, and stouos to be set 
in tho cpbod, and in the breastplate. 

8 And let them make me a sanctu¬ 
ary ; that I may dwell among them. 

U Aooording Lo all that I show theo, 
after tho pattern ul the tabornaolc, 
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and the pattern of all the instruments 
thereof, even so shall yo make it. 

10 And they shall make an ark of 
shittim wood; two cubits and a half 
shall be the longth thereof, and a 
cubit aud a half tho breadth thereof, 
and a cubit and a half the height 
thereof. 

11 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, within and without shalt 
thou overlay it, and shalt make npon 
it a crown uf gold round about. 

12 And thou Bhalt cast four rings 
of gold for it, and put them in the 
four cornors thereof; and two rings 
shall be iu the one side of it, and two 
rings in tho other side of it. 

13 Aud thou shalt make staves of 
shittim wood, and overlay them with 
gold. 

14 And thou shalt put the staves 
into the rings by the sides of the ark, 
Lhat the ark may be borne with them. 

15 The stavos shall be in the rings 
of the ark; they shall not be taken 
from it. 

IG And thou shalt put into the ark 
the testimony which I shall give 
thcc. 

17 And thou shalt make a meroy 
seat of puro gold; two oubits and a 
half shall bo the length thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the breadth thereof. 

IS And thou shalt mako two oheru- 
bim of gold, of beaten work shalt 
thou make them, in tho two ends of 
the mercy seat. 

19 And make one oherub on the 
uno cud, and the other oherub on the 
other end; even of the meroy seat 
shall yo make tho cherubim on the 
two ends thereof. 

20 Aud tho cherubim Bball stretch 
forth thoir wings on high, covering 
the morcy seat with thoir wings, and 
thoir faces shall look one to another; 
toward the mercy seat shall the faaee 
of the cherubim be. 

21 And thou Bhalt put the meroy 
seat above upon tho ark; and in the 
ark thou shalt put the testimony that 
I shall give thee. 

22 And thore I will meet with thee, 
and I will commune with thee from 
above tho muroy seat, from between 
the two ohcrubim which arc upon the 
ark of the testimony, of all things 
whiob I will give thoo in command¬ 
ment unto the children of Israel. 
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23 Thou shalt also make a table of 
shittim wood; two cubits shall be the 
length thereof, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
height thereof. 

24 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, and make thereto a crown 
of gold round about. 

25 And thou shalt make unto it a 
border of a hand-breadth round about, 
and thou shalt make a golden crown 
to tho border thereof round about. 

26 And thou shall make for it four 
rings of gold, and put the rings in 
tho four corners that are on the four 
feet thereof. 

27 Over against the border shall the 
rings be for places of the staves to 
bear the table. 

28 And th<m shalt make the staves 
of shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold, I hat the table may be 
borne with them. 

29 And thou shalt make the dishes 
thereof, and apoou9 thereof, and 
covers thereof, and bowls thereof, to 
cover withal; of pure gold Bhalt thou 
make them. 

30 And thou shalt set upon the 
table showbread before me always. 

31 And thou shalt make a candle¬ 
stick of pure gold; of beaten work 
shall tho candlestick be made; his 
shaft, and hi9 branches, his bowls, 
his knops, and his flowers shall be of 
the sarno. 

32 And six branches shall come out 
of tho sides of it; three branches of 
the candlestick out of the one side, 
and three branches of the candlestick 
out of the other side; 

33 Three bowls made like unto 
almonds, with a knop and a flower in 
one branch; and three bowls made 
like almonds in the other branch, 
with a knop and a flower; so in the 
six branches that come out of the 
candlestick. 

34 And in tho candlestick shall be 
four bowls made liko unto almonds, 
with their knops and their flowers. 

35 And there shall be a knop under 
two branches of the same, and a knop 
nndor two branches of the same, and a 
knop under two branches of the same, 
aooording to the six branches that 
proceed out of the oandlcstick. 

36 Their knops and their branches 
shall be of the same; all of it shall 


be one beaten work of pure gold. 

37 And thou shalt make the seven 
lamps thereof; and they shall light 
the lamps thereof, that they may give 
light over against it. 

38 And the tongs thereof, and the 
snuff-dishes thereof, shall be of pure 
gold. 

3y Of a talent of pure gold shall be 
make it, with all these vessels. 

40 And look that thou make them 
after their pattern, which was showed 
thee in the mount. 

CHAPTER XXYT. 

7 he furniture of the tabernacle* 
OREOVER thou shalt make the 
tabernacle with ten curtains of 
fine twined tinen, and blue, and pur¬ 
ple, and scarlet; with cherubim of 
cunning work shalt thou make them. 

2 The length of one curtain shall 
be eight and twenty cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits ; 
and every one of the curtains shall 
have one measure. 

3 The five curtains shall be conpled 
together one to another; and other 
five curtains shall be coupled one to 
another. 

4 And thou shalt make loops of 
blue upon the edge of the one cur¬ 
tain from the selvedge in the conp- 
ling; and likewise shalt thou make 
in the uttermost edge of another cur¬ 
tain. in the coupling of the second. 

5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou 
make in the edge of the curtain that 
is in the coupling of the second; 
that the loops may take hold one of 
another. 

6 And thou shalt make fifty taohea 
of gold, and couple the ourtains to¬ 
gether with the taohes; and it shall 
be od6 tabernacle. 

7 And thou Bhalt make curtains of 
goats’ hair to be a covering upon the 
tabernacle; eleven ourtains shall 
thou make. 

8 The length of one curtain shall be 
thirty cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits ; and the elevon 
curtains shall be alt of one measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five our- 
lains by themselves, and six curtains 
bv themselves, and shalt double tho 
sixth curtain in the forofront of the 
t&hernaole. 

10 And thou shall maae fifty loopr 
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od the edge of the one curtain that 
is outmoat in the coupling, and fifty 
loopa in the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth ihe second. 

11 And thou shall make fifty tachca 
of braes, and put the taches into the 
loops, and couple tho tent together, 
that it may he one. 

12 And the remnant that remaineth 
of tho curtains of tho tent, the half 
ourtain t.at remainoth, shall hang 
over the book sido of the tabernacle. 

13 And a cubit on the one side, and 
a cubit on tho other side of that which 
remaineth in the length of the cur¬ 
tains of tho tent, it shall hang over 
the sides of the tabernacle, on this 
Bide and on that side, to cover it. 

14 And thou shalt make a covering 
for the tent of rams’ skins dyed red, 
aud a covering above of badgers' 
skins. 

15 And thou shalt make boards for 
the tabernacle of shittim wood sland- 
ing up. 

16 Ten cubits shall bo tbe length of 
a board, and a cubit and a half shall 
bo the breadth of one board. 

17 Two tenons shall there be in one 
board, bcL in order ono against an¬ 
other; thus shalt thou make for all 
the boards of tho tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt make the boards 
for tho tabernacle, twenty boards on 
the south side southward. 

19 And thou shalt make forty sock¬ 
ets of silvor under the twenty boards; 
two sooketB under one board for his 
two tenons, and two sockets under 
another board for bis two tenons. 

20 And for the second side of the 
tabomaolo on the north side there 
shall be twenty boards, 

21 And their forty sooketsof silver; 
two sookots under one board, and two 
sookets undor another board. 

22 And for the sides of the tabor- 
naole westward thou shalt make six 
boards. 

23 And two boards shalt thou make 
for tho oorners of the tabernacle in 
the two sides. 

24 And tbey shall be ooupled to¬ 
gether beneath, and they shall bo 
seupled together above the head of 
it unto ono ring ; thus shall it be for 
them both; they shall be for tho two 
oorners. 

26 And they shall be eight boards. 
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and their sookets of silver, sixteen 
sooketB; two sockets nnder ono board, 
and two sockets under another board. 

26 And thou shalt make bars of 
shittim wood ; five for the boards of 
the one side of the tabernacle, 

27 And five bars for the boards of 
the other side of the tabernaole, and 
five bars for the boards of the Bide of 
the tabernaole, for the two sides west¬ 
ward. 

28 And the middle bar in the midst 
of the boards shall reach from end to 
ond. 

29 And thou ebalt overlay the 
boards with gold, and make tbeir 
rings of gold for places for the bars ; 
and thou shalt overlay the bars with 
gold. 

30 And thou shalt rear up tho taber¬ 
nacle acoording to the fashion thereof 
which was showed thee in the mount. 

31 And thou shalt make a veil of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen of cunning work ; with 
ahernbim shall it be made. 

32 And thou Bhalt hang it upon 
four pillars of shittim wood overlaid 
with gold ; their hooks shall be of 
gold, upon the four sockets of silver. 

33 And thou shalt hang up the veil 
under tho taohes, that thou mayest 
bring in thither within the veil the 
ark of the testimony; and the veil 
shall divide unto you between the 
holy plaoe and the most holy. 

34 And thou shalt put the meroy 
seat upon the ark of the testimony in 
the most holy place. 

35 And thou shalt set the table 
without the veil, and the candlestick 
over against the table on the side of 
the tabernacle toward the Bouth; and 
thou shalt put the tahle on the north 
side. 

36 And thou shalt make a hanging 
for the door of the tent, of blue, and 
purple, and soarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with noedlowork. 

37 And thou shalt make for the 
hanging five pillars ol shittim wood, 
and overlay them with gold, and their 
hooks shall be of gold; and thou shalt 
oast five sookets of brass for them. 

CHAPTER XXVTI. 

77 k altar, with the, vtsseh thereof — The courl 
of the tabernacle. 

ND thou shalt make an altar of 
shittim wood, five cubits long, 
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and five cubits broad; the altar shall 
be four-Bquare; and the height thereof 
■hall be threo cubits. 

2 And thou shalt make the horns 
of it upon the four corners thereof; 
his horns shall be of the same; and 
thou shalt overlay it with brass. 

3 And thou shalt make his pans to 
receive his ashes, and his shovels, 
and bis basius, and hid fleshhooks, 
and bis firepans; and all the vessels 
thereof thou shall make of brass. 

4 And thou shalt make for it a grate 
of network of brass; and upon Iho 
net shalt thou make four brazen rings 
in the fonr corners thereof. 

5 And thou shalt put it under the 
eompass of the altar beneath, Ilia*, ilie 
net may be even to the midst of the 
altar. 

6 And thou shalt make staves for 
the altar, staves of shittim wood, aud 
overlay them with brass. 

7 And the staves shall be put into 
the rings, and the staves shall be 
upon the two sides of the altar, to 
bear it. 

8 Hollow with boards shalt thou 
make it; as it was showed thee in 
the mount, so shalt thou make it. 

9 And thou shalt make the court of 
the tabernacle; for the south side 
southward there shall be hangings 
for the court of fine twined linen of 
a hundred cubits long for one Bide; 

10 And the twenty pillars thereof 
and their twonty sockets shall be of 
brass; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets shall be of silver. 

11 And likewise for the north side 
in length there shall be hangings of 
a hundred oubits long, and his twenty 

illars and their twenty sockets of 
rass; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver. 

12 And for the breadth of the oourt 
on the west side shall be hangings of 
fifty oubits; their pillars ten, and 
their sockets ten. 

13 And the breadth of the court on 
the east side eastward shall be fifty 
eobitB. 

14 The hangings of one side of the 
gate Bhnll be fifteen oubits ; their pil¬ 
lars three, and their sookels three. 

15 And on the other side shall be 
hangings fifteen cubits ; their pillars 
three, and thoir sookels three. 

Id And for tho gate of tho court 


■hall be a hanging of twenty cubits, 
of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen, wrought with nee¬ 
dlework; and their pillars shall be 
four, and their sockets four. 

17 All the pillars ronnd about the 
court shall be filleted with silver; 
their hooks shall be of silver, and 
their sockets of brass. 

18 The length of the court shall be 
a hundred cubits, and the breadth 
fifty everywhere, and the height five 
cubits of fine twined linen, and their 
sockets of brass. 

19 All the vessels of the tabernacle 
in all the service thereof, and all the 
pins thereof, and all the pins of the 
court, shall be of brass. 

20 And thou shalt command the 
children of Israel, that they hring 
thco pure oil olive beaten for the 
light, to cause the lamp to burn al¬ 
ways. 

21 In tho tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation without the veil, which is be¬ 
fore the testimony, Aaron and hie 
sons shall order it from evening to 
morning before the Lord; it shall be 
a statute for ever unto their genera¬ 
tions on tho behalf of tho children of 
Israel. 

CHAPTER XXVm. 

A arm i and his sons set apart far the priesfs 
office — The ephod—The breastpLats —77i< 
Urim and Thummim. 

ND take thou unto thee Aaron 
thy brother, and his sods with 
him, from among the children of Is¬ 
rael, that he may minister unto me in 
the priest’s office, even Aaron, Nadab 
aud Abihu, Eleaz&r and Itbamar, 
Aaron’s sons. 

2 And thou shalt make holy gar- 
monts for Aaron thy brother, for glory 
and for beauty. 

3 Aud thou 6halt speak unto all that 
are wise-hearted, whom I have filled 
with the spirit of wisdom, that they 
may make Aaron’s garments to con¬ 
secrate him, that he may ministei 
unto me in the priest’s office. 

4 And these are the garments whioh 
they shall make ; a breastplate, and 
an ophod, and a robe, and a broidered 
'■oat, a mitre, and a girdlo; and they 
shall make holy garments for Aaron 
thy brother, and his sons, that he 
may minister unto me in the priest’s 
offioe. 
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5 And they shall take gold, and 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine linen. 

5 And they shall make the ephod of 
gold, of blue, and of purple, of scar¬ 
let, and fine twined linen, with cun- 
•ling work. 

7 It shull have the two shoulder- 
pieces thereof joined at the two edges 
(hereof; and so it shall be joined to¬ 
gether. 

8 And the curious girdle of the ephod, 
which is upon it, shnll be of the same, 
according to the work thereof; oven 
of gold, of blue., and purple, and scar¬ 
let, and hue twined linen. 

9 And thou shalt take two onyx 
stooos, and gruvo on them the names 
of the children of Israel: 

10 Six of their names on one stone, 
and the otbor six names of the ro.-t 
< n the other slone, according to their 
birth. 

11 With the work of an engraver 
in slone, like the engravings of a sig¬ 
net, shall thou engravo the two stones 
with Iho names of tho children of 
Israel; thou shall make thorn to he 
set in ouches of gold. 

12 And thou shalt put the two 
stones upon the shoulders of tho 
ephod for Btoncs of memorial unto 
the children of Israel; and Aaron 
shall boar thoir names before the 
Lord upon his two shoulders for a 
memorial. 

18 And thou shalt make ouohos of 
gold; 

14 And two chains of pure gold at 
tho ends; of wreathon work Bhalt thou 
make thorn, and fasten the wroathon 
chains to the ouchos. 

15 And thou shalt make the breasl- 
platoof judgment with cunning work; 
after tho work of tho ephod thou shall 
make it; of gold, of bluo, and of pur- 
)le, and of scarlet, and of fino twined 
inon, shalt thou make it. 

16 Four-square it shall be being 
doubled; a span shall bo the length 
thereof, and a span shall be the 
breadth thereof. 

17 And thou shalt set in it settings 
of stones, even four rows of stones; 
the first row shall ho a sardiua, a to¬ 
paz, and a carbuncle; this shall bo 
the first row. 

18 And the second row shall be an 
emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond. 
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19 And the third row a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

20 And the fourth row a heryl, and 
an onyx, and a jasper; they snail be 
sot in gold in their inclosings. 

21 And tho stones shall bo with the 
names of the children of Israel, twelve, 
according to their names, like tho en¬ 
gravings of a signet; every one with 
his name shall they he according to 
the twelve tribeB. 

22 And thou shalt make npon the 
breastplate chains at the ends of 
wreathen work of pnro gold. 

28 And thou shaft make upon the 
breastplate two rings of gold, and 
shalt pul the two rings on the two 
ends of the hreaetplate. 

24 And thou snalt put the two 
wreathen chains of gold in the two 
rings which are on the ends of the 
bi'castplatc. 

25 And the other two ends of the 
two wreathen chains thon shall fasten 
in the two ouchos, and put them on 
the shoulder-pieces of the ephod be¬ 
fore it. 

20 And thou shalt make two rings 
of gold, and thou shalt put them upon 
the two ends of the breastplate in the 
border thereof, which is in the Bide 
of the ephod inward. 

27 And two other rings of gold thon 
shalt make, and shalt put them on the 
two sides of the ephod underneath, 
toward the forepart thereof, over 
against the other aoupling thereof, 
above tho curious girdle of the ephod. 

28 And they shall bind the breast- 
plato by the rings thereof unto the 
rings of the ephod with a face of 
blue, that it may be above the ou- 
rious girdle of tho ephod, and that 
the breastplate be not loosed from 
the ephod. 

20 And Aaron shall bear the names 
of the children of Israel in the 
broastplatc of judgment upon his 
heart, when he goeth in unto tho 
holy place for a memorial before tho 
Lord continually. 

30 And thou shall pat in the breast¬ 
plate of judgment the Urim and the 
Thummim; and they shall be upon 
Aaron’B heart, whon he goeth in be¬ 
fore tho Lord; and Aaron shall bear 
the judgment of the children of Israel 
upon his heart before the Lord con¬ 
tinually. 
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31 And thou shalt make the robe 
of the ephod all of blue. 

32 Ana there shall be a hole in 
the top of it, in the midst thereof; it 
shall have a binding of woven work 
round about the hole of it, as it were 
the hole of an habergeon, that it be 
not rent. 

33 And beneath upon the hem of 
it thon shalt make pomegranates of 
blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, 
round about the hem thereof; and 
bells of gold between them rouud 
about; 

34 A' golden bell and a pomegra¬ 
nate, a golden bell and a pomegra¬ 
nate, upon the hem of the robe round 
about. 

35 And it shall be upon Aaron to 
minister; and his sound shall be 
heard when he goeth in unto the 
holy place before the Lord, and when 
he cometh out, that he die not. 

36 And thou shalt make a plate of 
pure gold, and grave upon it, like 
the engravings of a signet, HOLI¬ 
NESS TO THE LORD. 

37 And thou shalt put it on a blue 
lace, that it may be upon the mitre; 
upon the forefront of the mitre it 
snail be. 

38 And it shall be upon Aaron’s 
forehead, that Aaron may bear the 
iniquity of the boly things, which 
the children of Israel shall hallow in 
all their holy gifts; and it shall be 
always upon his forehead, that they 
may be accepted before the Lord. 

39 And thou shalt embroider the 
ooat of fine linen, and thou shalt 
make the mitre of fine linen, and 
thou shalt make the girdle of needle¬ 
work. 

, 40 And for Aaron's sons thou shalt 
make coats, and thou shalt make 
for them girdles, and bonnets shalt 
thou make for them, for glory and 
for beauty. 

41 And thou shalt put them upon 
Aaron thy brother, and his son9 with 
him; and shall anoint them, and 
consecrate them, and sanctify them, 
that they may minister unto me in 
the priest’s office. 

42 And thou shalt make them linen 
breeches to cover thoir nakedness; 
from the loins even unto the thighs 
they shall reach; 

43 And they shall be upon Aaron, 


and upon his sons, when they come 
in unto the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation, or when they come near unto 
the altar to minister in the holy 
place; that they bear not iniquity, 
and die; it shall be a statute for evor 
unto him and his seed after him. 

CHAPTER XIII 

The cantecrating of the priests — Gad's pro¬ 
mise. 

A ND this i9 the thing that thon 
shalt do unto them to hallow 
them, to minister unto me in the 
priest’s office; Take one young bul¬ 
lock, and two rams without blemish, 
2 And unleavened bread, and cakes 
unleavened tempered with oil, and 
wafers unleavened anointed with oil; 
of wheaten flour shalt thou make 
them. 

3 And thou shalt put them into one 
basket, and bring them in the basket, 
with the bullock and the two rams. 

4 And Aaron and his sons thou 
shalt bring unto the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, and shall 
wash them with water. 

5 And thou shalt take the garments, 
and put upon Aaron the coat, and 
the robe of the ephod, and the ephod, 
and the breastplate, and gird him 
with the curious girdle of the ephod ; 

6 And thou shalt put the mitre upon 
his head, and put the holy orown upon 
the mitre. 

7 Tbcn shalt thou take the anoint¬ 
ing oil, and pour it upon his head, 
and anoint him. 

S And thou shalt bring his sons, 
and put coats upon them. 

9 And thou shalt gird them with 
girdles, Aaron and his sons, and put 
the bonnets on them; and the priest’s 
office shall be theirs for a perpetual 
statute; and thou shalt oonsecrate 
Aaron and his sons. 

10 And thou shalt cause a bullock 
to be brought before the tabernacle 

o 

of the congregation ; and Aaron and 
his sons shall put their hands upon 
the head of the bullock. 

11 And thou shalt kill the bullock 
bofore the Lord, by the dooT of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

12 And thou shalt take of the blood 
of the bullook, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar with thy finger, 
aud pour all tbe blood beside the 
bottom of the altar. 
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13 And thou shalt take all the fat 
that oovoreth the inwards, and the 
caul that is above the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and the fat that is upon 
them, and burn them upon tho altar. 

14 But the flesh of the bullock, and 
bis skin, and his dung, Bhalt thou 
burn with fire wilhout the camp; it 
is a sin olTering. 

15 Thou shalt also take one ram; 
and Aaron and his sons shall put 
their hands upon the bead of the 
ram. 

10 And thou shalt slay the ram, 
and thou shalt take his blood, and 
sprinkle it round about upon the altar. 

17 And thou shalt cut the ram in 
pieces, and wash the inwards of him. 
and his logs, and put them unto his 
pieces, and unto his head. 

18 And thou shalL burn tho whole 
ram upon the altar; it is a burnt 
offering unto the Lord ; it is a sweet 
savour, an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord. 

19 And thou shalt tako the other 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall 
put their bauds upon tho head of the 
ram. 

2D Then shalt thou kill the ram, 
and take of his blood, and put it 
upon tho tip of tho right car of Aaron, 
and upon tho tip of tho right oar of 
his sons, and upon tho thumb of their 
right hand, and upon tho great too 
of thoir right foot, and sprinklo tho 
blood upon tho altar rouud about. 

21 And tbou shalt take of the blood 
that is upon tho altar, and of the 
anointing oil, and sprinklo it upon 
Aaron, and upon bis garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon the garments 
of his sons with him; and he shall 
be hallowod, and his garments, and 
his sons, and his sons' garments with 
him. 

22 Also thou shalt take of the ram 
the fat and tho rump, and the fat 
that oovoroth the inwards, and tho 
caul abovo the liver, and tho two 
kidneys, and tho fat that is upon 
them, and the right shoulder; for it 
is a ram of consecration; 

23 And one loaf of bread, and one 
oake of oiled bread, and ono wafer, 
out of tho baskot of tho unleavenod 
bread that is before the Lord ; 

24 And thou shalt put all in tho 
hands of A»«on, and in tho hands of 
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his sons; and shalt wave them for a 
wave offering before the Lord. 

25 And thou shalt reooive them of 
their hands, and burn them npon the 
altar for a burnt offering, for a sweet 
savour before the Lord ; it is an offer¬ 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

26 And thou shalt take the breast 
of tho ram of Aaron's consecration, 
and wave it for a wave offering be¬ 
fore the Lord; and it shall be thy 
part. 

27 And thou shalt sanctify the 
hreast of tho wave offering, and the 
shoulder of the heave offering, which 
is waved, and which is heaved up, of 
tho ram of the consecration, even of 
thAt which is for Aaron, and of that 
which is for his sons ; 

29 And it shall he Aaron’s and his 
sons’ by a statute for ever from the 
children of Israel; for it is a heave 
offering; and it shall be a heave offer¬ 
ing from the children of Israel of the 
sacrifice of their peace offerings, even 
their heave offering unto the Lord. 

29 And the holy garments of Aaron 
shall bo his sons’ after him, to be 
anointed thorein, and to be oonse- 
cratod in them. 

30 And that son that is priest in 
his stead shall put them on seven 
days, when he oometh into the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation to minister 
in the holy place. 

31 And thou shalt take the ram of 
tho consecration, and seethe his flesh 
in the holy plaoe. 

32 And Aaron and his sons shall 
oat the flesh of the ram, and the bread 
that is in the basket, by the door of 
tho tabernacle of the oongregation. 

33 And they Bhall eat those things 
wherewith the atonement was made, 
to conseorate and to sanotify them ; 
but a stranger shall not eat thereof, 
because thoy are holy. 

34 And if aught of the flosh of the 
oonsccrations, or of the bread, remain 
unto the morning, then thou shalt 
hurn tho remainder with fire ; it shall 
not be eaten, because it is holy. 

35 And thus shalt thou do unto 
Aaron, and to his sons, aooording to 
all things whioh I have commanded 
thee; seven days shalt thon oonse- 
orate them. 

30 And thou shalt offer every day 
a bullock for a sin offering for atone 
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rnent; and thou shall cleanse the al¬ 
tar, when thou hast made an atone¬ 
ment for it, and thou Bhall anoint it, 
to sanotify it. 

37 Seven days thou shalt make an 
atonement for the altar, and sanctify 
it ; and it shall be an altar most holy; 
whatsoever touohcth the altar shall 
be holy. 

38 Now this is that which thou 
shall offer upon the altar; two lambs 
of the first year day by day continu¬ 
ally. 

39 The one lamb thou ehult offer in 
the morning; and thu ulbcr lamb thou 
shalt offer at even ; 

40 And with the one lamb a tenth 
deal of Sour mingled with the fourth 
part of a hin of beaten oil; and the 
fourth part of a hin of wine for a 
drink offering. 

41 And the other lamb thou shalt 
offer at even, and shalt do thereto ac¬ 
cording to the meat offering of the 
morning, and according to the drink 
offering thereof, for a sweet savour, 
an offering made by fire unto the 
Lord. 

42 This shall be a continual burnt 
offering throughout your generations 
at the door of tho tabernacle of the 
congregation before the Lord, where 
I will meet you, to speak there unto 
thee. 

43 And there I will meet with the 
children of Israel, and the tabernacle 
shall be sanctifiod by my glory. 

44 And I will sanotify the taberna¬ 
cle of the oongregatioD, and tbe 
altar ; I will sanctify also both Aaron 
and his eons, to minister to me in the 
priest's office. 

45 And I willdwoll among the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and will be their God. 

46 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord their God, that brought 
them forth out of tho land of Egypt, 
that I may dwell among them ; I atn 
the Lord their God. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

The aUar of incense — The. ransom. 

ND thou shalt make an altar to 
burn inoense upon; of shittim 
wood shalt thou make it. 

2 A oubit shall bo the length there¬ 
of, and a oubit the breadth thereof ; 
four-square shall it be; and two cu¬ 
bits shall be the height thereof, the 
horns thereof Bhall be of the same. 


3 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, the top thereof, and the 
sides thereof round about, and the 
horns thereof; and thou shalt make 
unto it a crown of gold round about. 

4 And two golden rings shall thou 
make to it under the crown of it, by 
the two corners thereof, upon the tw} 
sides of it shalt thou make it; and 
they shall be for places for the staves 
to bear it withal. 

5 And thou shalt make the staves 
of shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold. 

6 And thou shalt put it before the 
veil that is by the ark of the testi¬ 
mony, before the mercy seat that is 
over the testimony, where I will meet 
with thee. 

7 And Aaron shall bum thereon 
sweet incense every morning ; when 
he dresseth the lamps, he shall burn 
incense upon it. 

9 And when Aaron lighteth the 
lamp9 aL even, he shall bum incense 
upon it, a perpetual incense before 
the Lord throughout your genera¬ 
tions. 

9 Ye shall offer no strange incense 
thereon, nor burnt sacrifice, nor meat 
offering; neither shall ye pour drink 
offering thereon. 

10 And Aaron shall make an atone¬ 
ment upon the horns of it onoe in a 
year with the blood of the sin offer¬ 
ing of atonements ; once in the year 
shall he make atonemeut upon it 
throughout your generations; it i9 
most holy unto the Lord. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 When thou takest the snm of the 
children of Israel after their number, 
then shall they give every man a 
ransom for his soul unto the Lord, 
when Ihoa numberest them; that 
there be no plague among them, when 
thou numberest them. 

13 This they shall give, every one 
that passeth among them that are 
numbered, half a shekel after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; (a shekel is 
twenty gerahs;) a half shekel shall 
be the offering of the Lord. 

14 Every one that passeth among 
them that are numbered, from twen¬ 
ty years old and above, shall give an 
offoring unto the Lord. 

15 Tbe riob shall not give more, and 
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the poor shall not give less, than 
half a shekel, when they give an of¬ 
fering unto the Lord, to make an 
atonement for your souls. 

18 And thou shalt take the atone¬ 
ment money of the children of Israel, 
and shalt appoint it for the service 
of the tabernacle of tho congrega¬ 
tion ; that it may be a memorial unto 
the children of Israel heforo the 
Lord, to mako an atonement for your 
souls. 

17 And tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

IB Thou shalt also make a laver of 
brass, and his foot also of hrass, to 
wash withal; and thou shall put it 
between the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation and tho altar, and thou 
shalt put water therein. 

19 For Aaron and his sons shall 
wash their hands and their feet 
thereat; 

20 When they go into the taberna¬ 
cle of tho congregation, they shall 
wash with water, that they die not; 
or when they come near to the altar 
to minister, to burn offering made by 
fire unto the Lord ; 

21 So they shall wash their hands 
and their feet, that they die not; 
and it shall be a statute for ever to 
them, even to him and to hiB seed 
throughout their generations. 

22 Moreover the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

23 Take thou also unto thee princi¬ 
pal spicos, of pure uiyrrh fivo hun¬ 
dred shekels, and of sweet cinnamon 
half so much, even two hundred and 
fifty shekels, and of sweet calamus 
two hundred and fifty shekels, 

24 And of oassia five hundred she¬ 
kels, after the shekel of tho sanotu- 
ary, and of oil olive a hin; 

25 And thou shalt make it an oil 
of holy ointment, an ointment com¬ 
pound after the art of tho apothe¬ 
cary ; it shall be a holy anointing oil. 

20 And thou Bhalt anoint tho labor- 
nacle of the congregation therewith, 
and the ark of tho testimony, 

27 And tho table and all his vossels, 
and the candlestick and his vossols, 
and tho altar of incense, 

28 And the altar of burnt offering 
with all his vessels, and the laver and 
his foot. 

29 And thou shalt sauotify them, 
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that they may be most holy; whatso¬ 
ever toucheth them shall he holy. 

30 And thou shall anoint Aaron 
and his sons, and consecrate them 
that they may minister unto me in 
the priest’s office. 

31 And thou shalt speak unto tho 
children of Israel, saying, This shall 
be a holy anointing oil unto me 
throughout your generations. 

32 Upon man’s flesh shall it not be 
poured, neither shall ye make any 
other like it, after the composition of 
it; it is holy, and it shall he holy 
unto you. 

33 Whosoever compoundeth any 
like it, or whosoever puttolh any of 
it upon a stranger, shall even he out 
off from his people. 

34 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Take unto theo sweet spices, stacte, 
and onycha, and galhanum; these 
sweet spices with pure frankin- 
ccnso; of each shall there be a like 
weight; 

35 And thou shalt make it a per¬ 
fume, a confection after the art of 
the apothecary, tempered together, 
pure and holy; 

36 And thou shalt beat some of it 
very small, and put of it before the 
testimony in the tahernacle of the 
congregation, where I will meet with 
theo ; it shall be unto you most holy. 

37 And as for the perfume whioh 
thou shalt make, ye shall not make 
to yourselves according to the oom- 

osition thorcof; it shall be unto thee 
oly for the Lord. 

38 Whosoover shall make like un¬ 
to that, to smell thereto, shtfll even 
bo cut off from his people. 

CIIAPTKR XXXI. 

Btxaltd and Aholiab called — The tabbatb — 
The two table*, 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 See, I havo called by name Beza- 
lecl tho son of Uri, the son of Uur, 
of tho tribe of Judah; 

3 And I have filled him with the 
Spirit of Qod, in wisdom, and in un¬ 
derstanding, and in knowledge, and 
in all mauner of workmanship, 

4 To devise ounning works, to work 
in gold, and in silver, and in brass, 

5 And in cutting of Btones, to set 
thorn, and in oarving of timber, to 
work in all manner of workmanship 
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6 And I, behold, I have given with 
him Aholiab, tho son of Ahisamach, 
of the tribe of Dan; and in the hearts 
of all that are wise-hearted I have 
put wisdom, that they may make all 
that I have commanded thee; 

7 The taberuaole of the congrega¬ 
tion, and tho ark of tho testimony, 
and the mercy seat that is there¬ 
upon, and all the furniture of the 
tabernacle, 

8 And the table and his furniture, 
and the pure candlestick with all his 
furniture, and the altar of incense, 

9 And the altar of burnt offering 
with all his furniture, and the laver 
and his foot, 

10 And tho clothes of service, and 
the holy garments of Aaron the 
priest, and the garments of his sons, 
to minister in the priest’s office, 

11 And the anointing oil, and sweet 
incense for the holy place; according 
to all that I have commanded thco 
shall they do. 

12 And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

13 Speak thou also unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, 6aying, Verily my 
sabbaths ye shall keep ; for it is a 
sign between me and you through¬ 
out your generations; that ye may 
know that I am the Lord that doth 
sanctify you. 

14 Ye shall keep the sabbath there¬ 
fore ; for it is holy unto you. Every 
one that defileth it shall surely be 
put to death; for whosoever doeth 
any work therein, that soul shall be 
out off from among his people. 

15 Six days may work do done; 
but in the soventh is the sabbath of 
rest, holy to the Lord; whosoever 
doeth any work in the sabbath day, 
he shall suroly be put to death. 

16 Whorefore the children of Israel 
shall keep the sabbath, to observe the 
sabbath throughout their generations, 
for a perpetual covenant. 

17 It is a sign between me and the 
ohildren of Israel for ever; for in six 
days the Lord made hoaven and 
earth, and on the seventh day he 
rested, and was refreshed. 

18 And he gave unto Moses, when 
he had made an end of communing 
with him upon mount Sinai, two 
tables of testimony, tables of stone, 
written with the finger of God. 


C1IAPTKK XX XU 

Aaron makdh a calf — Moses breaketh Ui 
tablet—He prayelh for the people. 

ND when the people saw that 
Moses delayed to come down 
out of the mount, the people gather¬ 
ed themselves together unto Aaron, 
and said unto him, Up, make us gods, 
which shall go before us; for as for 
this Moses, the man that brought us 
up out of the land of Egypt, we know 
not wbat is become of him. 

2 And Aaron said unto them, Break 
off the golden ear-rings, which Are in 
the ears of your wives, of your sons, 
and of your daughters, and bring 
them unto me. 

3 And all the people brake off the 
golden ear-rings which were in their 
cars, and brought them unto Aaron. 

4 And he received them at their 
hand, and fashioned it with a gra¬ 
ving tool, after ho had made it a mol¬ 
ten calf; and they said, These he thy 
gods, 0 Israel, which brought thee 
up out of the land of Egypt. 

5 And when Aaron saw it, he huill 
an altar before it; and Aaron made 
proclamation, and said. To-morrow 
is a feast to the Lord. 

6 And they rose up early on the 
morrow, and offered burnt offerings, 
and brought peace offerings ; and the 
people sat down to eat and to drink, 
and rose up to play. 

7 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Go, get thee down ; for thy people, 
which thou broughtest out of the land 
of Egypt, have corrupted themselves; 

8 They have turned aside quickly 
out of the way which I commanded 
them; they have made them a mol¬ 
ten oalf, and have worshipped it, and 
have sacrificed thereunto, and said, 
These be thy gods, 0 Israel, which 
have brought thee up out of the land 
of Egypt. 

6 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
I have seen this people, and, behold, 
it is a stiff-neoked people; 

10 Now therefore let me alone, 
that my wrath may wax hot against 
them, and that I may consume them; 
and I will inako of thee a great na¬ 
tion. 

11 And Moses besought the Lord 
his God, and said, Lord, why doth 
thy wrath wax hot against thy peo¬ 
ple, whioh tbou hast brought forth 
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oat of the land of Egypt with groat 
power, and with a mighty hand ? 

12 Wherefore Hhould the Egyp¬ 
tians speak, and say, For mischief 
did he bring them out, to slay them 
in tho mountains, and to consume 
them from the face of the earth? 
Turn from thy fierce wrath. Thy 
people will repent of this evil; there¬ 
fore come thou not out ngainst them. 

Mi Remember Abraham, Isnac, and 
Israel, thy servants, to whom thou 
swnrest by thine own self, and saidst 
unto them, I will multiply your seed 
as the stars of heaven, and all this 
land that I have spoken of will I 
give unto your seed, and they shall 
inheriL it for ever. 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
If they will repent of the evil which 
they have done, I - will Bpare them, 
and turn away niy fierce wrath ; but, 
behold, ihou ehnlt execute my judg¬ 
ment upon all that will not repent 
of this evi) this day. Therefore, see 
thou do this thing thnt I havo com¬ 
manded thee, or I will execute all 
that which 1 had thought to do unto 
my people. 

16 And Moses turned, and went 
down from tho mount, and the two 
tables of the testimony wero in his 
hand; the tables were written on 
both thoir sides ; on the one side and 
on tho other were thoy written. 

16 And tho tables were the work 
of Ood, and the writing was the wri¬ 
ting of Ood, graven upon the tables. 

17 And when Joshua heard tho 
noise of the people aB they shouted, 
ho said unto Moses, There is a noise 
of war in the camp. 

18 And bo Baid, It is not the voice 
of them that shout for mastery, 
neither is it tho voice of them that* 
ory for hoing overcome ; but tho noise 
of them that sing do I hear. 

19 And it came to pass, as soon R9 
he caino nigh unto the camp, that he 
saw tho calf, and tho dancing; and 
Moses’ angor waxed hot, and he oast 
the tablos out cf his hands, and brake 
them beneath the mount. 

20 And he took the calf which thoy 
had made, and burnt it in the fire, 
and ground it to powder, and strewed 
it upon tbo water, and made tho 
ohiidron of Israel drink of it. 

21 And Mobob said unto Aaron, 
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What did this people unto thee, that 
thou hast brought so great a sin upon 
them ? 

22 And Aaron said, Let not the 
anger of my lord wax hot; thou 
knowest the people, that thoy are set 
on mischief. 

23 For they said unto me, Make us 
gods, which shall go before us; for 
as for this Moses, the man that 
brought us up out of the land of 
Egypt, we know not what is become of 
him. 

24 And I said unto them, Whoso¬ 
ever hath any gold, let them break it 
off. So they gave it me; then I cast 
it into the fire, and there came out 
this cnlf. 

25 And when Moses saw that the 
people were naked, (for Aaron had 
made them naked unto their shame 
among their enemies,) 

26 Then Moses stood in the gate of 
the camp, and said, Who is on the 
Lord’s side? let him come unto me. 
And all the sons of Levi gathered 
themselves together unto him. 

27 And he said unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord Ood of Israel, Put 
every man bis sword by his side, and 
go in and out from gate to gate 
throughout the camp, and slay every 
man his brother, and every man his 
companion, and overy man his neigh¬ 
bour. 

28 And the children of Levi did 
according Lo the word of Moses ; and 
tbero fell of the people that day 
about three thousand men. 

29 For Moses had said, Consecrate 
yourselves to day to the Lord, even 
every man upon his son, and upon 
his brother; thnt he may bestow 
upon you a blessing this day. 

30 And it came to pASB on the 
morrow, that Moses said unto the 
people, Ye have sinned a groat sin; 
and now I will go up unto tho Lord ; 
perndventure I shall make an atone¬ 
ment for your sin. 

31 And Moses returned nnto the 
Lord, and said, Oh, this people have 
6innod a great sin, and have made 
them gods of gold. 

32 Yot now, if thou wilt forgivfl 
their sin—; and if not, blot me, 1 

ray thee, out of thy book which thou 
nst written, 
i 33 And the Lord sai'i unto Moset 
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Whosoever hath sinned against me, 
him will I blot out of my book. 

34 Therefore now go, lend the people 
unto tho place of which I have 
Bpoken onto thee; behold, mine 
Angel shall go before thee; never¬ 
theless, in the day when I visit, I will 
visit their ein upon them. 

35 And the Lord plagued the people, 
because they worshipped the calf, 
which Aaron made. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

The people murmur—The tabernacle u re- 
moved — 77« Lord talkslh with J loses. 

ND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Depart, and go up hence, thou 
and the pcaplo which thou bast 
brought up out of the land of Egypt, 
unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey, the land which I aware unto 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, say¬ 
ing, Unto thy seed will I give it; 

2 And I will send an Angel before 
thee; and I will drive out the 
Canaanitc, the Amorite, and the Ilit- 
tite, and the l’erizzitc, the Ilivitc, 
and the Jebusite; 

3 Unto a land flowing with milk and 
honey; for I will not go up in the 
midst of thee; for thou art a stiff¬ 
necked people; lest I consume thee 
in the way. 

4 And when the people heard these 
evil tidings, they mourned ; and no 
man did put on him his ornaments. 

5 For the Lord had said unto Moses, 
Say unto the children of Israel, Ye 
are n stiff-necked people ; I will come 
up into the midst of thee in a moment, 
and consume thee ; therefore now put 
off thy ornaments from thee, that I 
may know what to do unto thee. 

6 And the ohildrcn of Israel stripped 
themselves of their ornaments by the 
mount Iloreb. 

7 And Moses took the tabernacle, 
and pitched it without the camp, afar 
off from tho camp, and called it the 
Tabernacle of the congregation. And 
it came to pass, that every ono which 
sought the Lord went out unto the 
tabernacle of the congregation, which 
was without the camp. 

8 And it came to pass, when Moses 
went out unto tho tabernacle, that all 
the people rose np, and stood every 
man at his tent door, and looked after 
Moses, until he was gone into tho 
tabernacle. 


9 And it catnc to pass, as Moses 
entered into the tabernacle, the 
cloudy pillar descended, and stood at 
the door of the tabernacle, and the 
Lord talked with Moses. 

10 And all the people saw the cloudy 
pillar stand at the tahernacle door; 
and all the people rose up and wor¬ 
shipped, every man in his tent door. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
face to face, as a man speaketh unto 
his friend. And he turned again 
into the camp; but his servant 
Joshua, the son of Nun, a young 
man, departed not out of the taber¬ 
nacle. 

12 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
Sec, thou saycet unto me, Bring up 
this people ; and thou hast not let me 
know whom thou wilt send with me. 
Yet thou hast said, I know thee hy 
name, and thou hast also found grace 
in my sight. 

13 Now therefore, I pray thee, if I 
have found grace in toy sight, show 
me now thy way, that I may know 
thee, that I may find grace in thy 
sight; and consider that this nation 
is thy people. 

14 And ne said, My presence shall 
go with thee, and I will give thee 
rest. 

15 And he said unto him, If thy 
presence go not with me, carry us 
not op hence. 

16 For wherein shall it be known 
here that I and thy people have found 
grace iu thy sight? is it not in that 
thou goest with us? So shall we be 
separated, I and thy people, from all 
the people that are upon the face of 
the earth. 

17 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
I will do this thing also that thou 
hast spoken; for thou bast found 
grace in my sight, and I know thee 
by name. 

18 And he said, I beseeoh thee, show 
me thy glory. 

19 And ho said, I will make all my 
goodness pass before thee, and I will 
proclaim the name of the Lord before 
thee; and will be gracious to whom I 
will be gracious, and will show mercy 
on whom I will show meroy. 

20 And ho said unto Moses, Thou 
canst not see my face at this time, 
lost mine anger is kindlod against 
thee also, and I destroy thee, and thy 
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people; for there shall do man among 
them see me at this time, and live, 
for they are exceeding Binful. And 
□o sinful man hath at any time, 
neither shall there bo any sinful man 
at auy time, that shall seo my face 
and live. 

21 Behold, thou shalt stand upon a 
rock, and I will prepare a place by 
me for thee. 

22 And it shall come to pass, while 
my glory passeth by, that 1 will put 
thoe in a cleft of a rock, and cover 
Lhee with my hand while I pass by. 

23 And I will take away mine band, 
and thou shall sec my back parts, 
but my face shall not be seen, as at 
other times; for I am angry with my 
people Israel. 

CIIAI’TEK XXXIV. 

The tables renewed — Moses comet h down with 
the tables—I Its fact shineth. 

NL> the Lord said unto Moses, 
Hew tine two other tables of 
stone, like unto the first, and I will 
writo upon thorn also, tbo words of 
the law, according as they were writ¬ 
ten at the first on the tables which 
thou brakest; but it shall not be ac¬ 
cording to the first, for I will lako 
away the priesthood out of their 
midst; therefore my holy order, and 
tho ordinances thereof, shall not go 
before them; for my prosencc shall 
not go up in their midst, lest I de¬ 
stroy them. 

2 But I will givo unto them the law 
as at the first, but it shall be after tho 
law of a carnal commandment; for I 
havo sworn in my wrath, that they 
shall not enter into my presence, into 
my rest, in the days of thoir pilgrim¬ 
age. Therefore do as I have com¬ 
manded thee, and be ready in tho 
morning, and come up in the morning 
unto mount Sinai, and present thy¬ 
self there to mo, in the top of tho 
mount. 

3 And no man shall come up with 
thee, neither let any man be seen 
throughout all tho mount; noither 
let the flocks nor herds feed before 
that mount. 

4 And Moses hewed two tables of 
■tone like unto tho first; and he rose 
up early in the morning, and wont 
up unto mouut Sinai, as the Lord 
had ooimnandod him, and took in bis 
hand the two tables of stone. 


5 And the Lord desoendod in the 
cloud, and stood with him there, and 
proclaimed the name of the Lord. 

6 And the Lord passed by before 
him, and proclaimed, Tho Lord, The 
Lord God, merciful and grnoious, 
long-suffering, and abundant in good¬ 
ness and truth, 

7 Keeping mercy for thousands, for 
giving iniquity and transgression and 
sin, and that will by no means oloar 
tho rebellious; visiting the iniquity 
of tho fathers upon the childron, and 
upon the children's children, unto 
the third and to the fourth generation. 

8 And Moses made haste, and bowed 
his head toward the earth, and wor¬ 
shipped. 

9 And he said, If now I have fonnd 
grace in thy sight, 0 Lord, let my 
Lord, I pray thee, go among us; for 
it is a stiff-necked people; and pardon 
our iniquity and our sin, and take 
us for thine inheritance. 

10 And he said, Behold, I make a 
covenant; beforo all thy pcoplo I will 
do marvels, such as have not been 
done in all the earth, nor in any 
nation; and all the poonle among 
whioh thou art shall see tho work of 
the Lord; for it is a terrihle thing 
Lhat I will do with thee. 

11 Observe thou that which I com¬ 
mand thee this day; behold, I drive 
out bofore theo the Amorite, and the 
Canaanite, and tho Hittito, and the 
Porizzito, and the Hivite, and the 
Jebusile. 

L2 Take hood to thyself, lest thou 
make a covenant with the inhabi¬ 
tants of the land whither thou goeBt, 
lest it be for a snare in the midst of 
thee; 

13 But ye shall destroy their altars, 
break their imageB, and out down 
their groves; 

14 For thon shalt worship no other 
god; for the Lord, whose name is 
Jehovah, is a jealous God. 

15 Lest thou make a covenant with 
the inhabitants of tho land, and they 
go a whoring after their gods, and do 
snerifioo unto thoir gods, and one call 
tboe, and thou oat of his sacrifice; 

16 And thou take of their daughters 
unto thy sons, and thoir daughters 
go a whoring.after their gods, and 
make thy sons go a whoring after 
their gods. 
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17 Thou shall make thee no molten 
gods. 

18 The feast of unleavened bread 
shalt thou keep. Seven days thou 
shalt oat unleavened bread, as I com¬ 
manded thee, in the lime of the 
month Abib; for in the month Abib 
thou earnest out from Egypt. 

19 All that openeth the matrix is 
mino; and every firstling among thy 
cattle, whether ox or sheep, that is 
mnlo. 

20 But the firstling of an ass thou 
shalt redeem with a lnmb; and if 
thou redeem him not, then 6halt thou 
break his neck. All the first-born of 
thy sons thou 6halt redeem. And 
none shall appear before me empty. 

21 Six days thou shalt work, but 
on the seventh day thou shalt rest ,; 
in caring-time and in harvest thou 
shalt rest. 

22 And thou shalt observe the feast 
of weeks, of the first-fruits of wheat 
harvest, and the fenst of ingathering 
at the year’s end. 

23 Thrice in the year shall all your 
men children appear before tbe Lord 
God, tho God of Israel. 

24 For I will cast out the nations 
before thee, and enlarge thy borders; 
neither shall any man desire thy 
land, when thou shalt go up to ap¬ 
pear before the Lord thy God thrice 
in the year. 

25 Thou shalt not offer the blood of 
my sacrifice with leaven; neither 
shall the sacrifice of the feast of tho 
passover be left unto tho morning. 

26 Tho first of the first-fruits of thy 
land thou shalt hring unto the house 
of the Lord thy God. Thou shalt 
not seethe a kid in his mother’s 
milk. 

27 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Write thou those words; for after tho 
tenor of these words I have made a 
covenant with thco and with Israel. 

26 And bo wns thero with the Lord 
forty days and forty nights; he did 
neither eat broad, nor drink water. 
And ho wrote upon tho tabloe tbe 
words of the oovenant, the ton com¬ 
mandments. 

29 And it camo to pass, whon Moses 
oame down from mount Sinai with 
the two tables of testimony in Moses’ 
hand, when ho oarno down from the 
mount, that Moses wist not that 


the skin of his face shone while he 
talked with him. 

30 And when Aaron and all the 
children of Israel saw Moses, behold, 
the akin of his face shone ; and they 
were afraid to come nigh him. 

31 And Moses called unto them; 
and Aaron and all the rulers of the 
congregation returned unto him ; and 
Moses talked with them. 

32 And afterward all the children 
of Israel came nigh; and he gave 
them in commandment all that the 
Lord had spoken with him in monnt 
Sinai. 

33 And till Moses had done speak¬ 
ing with them, he put a veil on his 
face. 

34 But when Moses went in before 
the Lord to speak with him, he took 
the veil off, until he came out. And 
he came out, and spake unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel that which he was 
commanded. 

35 And the children of Israel saw 
the face of Moses, that the skin of 
Moses’ face shone; and Moses put 
the veil upon his face again, uutil he 
went in to speak with the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

The sabbath—The fret gifts far the taber¬ 
nacle — The readiness of the people to offer. 
ND Moscb gathered all the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Is¬ 
rael together, and said unto them, 
These are the words which the Lord 
hath commanded, that ye should do 
them. 

2 Six days shall work be done, but 
on the seventh day there shall be to 
you a holy day, a sabbath of rest to 
the Lord; whosoever docth work 
therein shall be put to death. 

3 Ye shall kindle no fire through¬ 
out your habitations upon the sab¬ 
bath day. 

4 And Moses spake unto all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
saying, This is the thing whiah the 
Lord commanded, saying, 

5 Take ye from among you an offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord; whosoovor is of a 
willing heart, let him bring it, an 
offering of tho Lord ; gold, and sil¬ 
ver, and brass, 

0 And blue, and purple, and soarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats’ hair, 

7 And rams' skins dyed red, ani 
badgers' skins, and shittim wood. 
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S And oil for the light, and epicce 
fur anointing oil, and for the sweet 
incense, 

9 And onyx atones, and stones to be 
set for tbo ephod, and for the breast¬ 
plate. 

10 And every wise-hearted among 
you shall come, and make all that 
the Lord hath commanded ; 

11 The tabernacle, bis tent, and his 
covering, his laches, and his boards, 
bis bars, his pillars, and his sockets ; 

12 Tbo ark, and the staves thereof, 
with the mercy seat, and the veil of 
the oovering; 

13 The table, and his staves, and 
ail his vessels, and the sbowbread; 

14 Tbe candlestick also for the light, 
and his furniture, and his lamps, with 
the oil for the light; 

15 And the incense altar, and his 
staves, and the anointing oil, and tbe 
sweet incense, and the hanging for 
the door at the entering in of tho 
tabernacle; 

16 Tho altar of hurnt offering, with 
his brazen grale, his slaves, and all 
bis vessels, the laver and his foot; 

17 The hangings of the court, his 
pillars, and their sockets, and the 
banging for the door of the court; 

18 The pinB of the tabernaole, and 
tbe pins of the oourt, and their 
oords; 

19 The olothcB of service, to do ser¬ 
vice in the holy plaoe, the holy gar¬ 
ments for Aaron the priost, and the 
garments of his sons, to minister in 
tbe priest's office. 

20 And all the congregation of the 
obildren of Israel departed from the 
presence of Moses. 

21 And they came, every one whose 
heart Btirrod him up, and every one 
whom hiB spirit made willing, and 
they brought the Lord's offering to 
the work of the tabernaole of the 
congregation, and for all his servioe, 
and for the holy garments. 

22 And they oame, both men and 
women, as many as were willing- 
hearted, and brought bracelets, and 
earrings, and rings, and tablets, all 
Jewels of gold ; and every man that 
offered, offered an offering of gold 
unto the Lord. 

23 And every man, with whom was 
'band blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine linen, and goats' hair, and 
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red skins of rams, and badgers' skins, 
brought them. 

24 Every one that did offer an offer¬ 
ing of silver and brass brought the 
Lord's offering; and every man, with 
whom was found shittim wood for any 
work of the servioe, brought it. 

25 And all the women that were 
wise-hearted did spin with their 
hands, and brought that which they 
had spun, both of blue, and of pur¬ 
ple, and of scarlet, and of fine linen. 

26 And all the women whose heart 
stirred them up in wisdom spun 
goats’ hair. 

27 And the rulers brought onyx 
stones, and stones to be set, for the 
ephod, and for the breastplate ; 

28 And spice, and oil for the light, 
aDd for tbe anointing oil, and for the 
sweet incense. 

29 The children of Israel brought a 
willing offering unto the Lord, every 
man and woman, whose heart made 
them willing to bring for all manner 
of work, which tho Lord had com¬ 
manded to be made by the hand of 
Moses. 

30 And Moses said unto the children 
of Israel, See, the Lord hath called 
hy name Dezaleel the son of Uri, the 
son of Hur, of the trihe of Judah; 

31 And he hath filled him with the 
Spirit of God, in wisdom, in under¬ 
standing, and in knowledge, and in 
all manner of workmanship; 

32 And to devise curious works, to 
work in gold, and in silver, and in 
brass, 

33 And in the cutting of stones, to 
set them, and in ourving of wood, to 
make any mannor of cunning work. 

34 And he hath put in his heart 
that he may teach, hoth he, and 
Aholiab, the son of Ahisamaoh, of 
tbe tribe of Dan. 

35 Them hath he filled with wisdom 
of heart, to work all manner of work, 
of the engraver, and of the cunning 
workman, And of the embroiderer, in 
blue, and in purple, in scarlet, and in 
fine linen, and of the weaver, even of 
them that do any work, and of those 
that devise ounning work. 

CHAPTER XXX YI. 

The embellishment of the Uibemade — flhi 
oovering of skint. 

1IEN wrought Bezaleel and Aho¬ 
liab, and every wiBe-hearted man, 
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id whom tho Lord put wisdom and 
understanding to know how to work 
all manner of work for the service of 
tho sanctuary, according to all that 
the Lord had commanded. 

2 And Mosc9 called Bezaleel and 
Aholiab, and every wiae-hearted man, 
in whose heart tho Lord had pat 
wisdom, even every one whose heart 
BtiiTed him up to come unto the work 
to do it; 

3 And they received of Moses all 
tho offering, which the children of 
Israel had brought for the work of 
the service of the sanctuary, to make 
it withal. And they brought yet unto 
him free offerings every morning. 

4 And all the wise men, that wrought 
all the work of the sanctuary, came 
every man from his work which thoy 
made; 

5 And they spako unto Moses, Bay¬ 
ing, The people bring much more 
than enough for the service of the 
work, which the Lord commanded to 
make. 

6 And Mosos gave commandment, 
and they c&usod it to be proclaimed 
through out the camp, saying, Let 
neither man nor woman make any 
more work for the offering of the 
sanctuary. So the people wore re¬ 
strained from bringing. 

7 For tho stuff they had was suffi¬ 
cient for all the work to mako it, and 
too much. 

8 And every wiso-hcarted man 
among them that wrought the work 
of the tabernacle made ten curt&ius 
of fine twined linen, and blue, and 
purple, and soarlot; with cherubim 
of cunning work made he them. 

9 The length of one curtain was 
twonty and eight cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits; 
the ourtains were all of one size. 

10 Aod he coupled the five ourtains 
one anto another; and the other five 
curtains he coupled one unto another. 

11 And he made loops of blue on 
the edge of one ourtain from the sol- 
vedge in the coupling; likewise he 
mado in the uttermost side of another 
ourtain, in the ooupling of the second. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one our¬ 
tain, and fifty loops made he in the 
edge of the ourtain whioh was in the 
coupling of the second; tho loops 
bel a one ourtain to auothor. 


13 And he made fifty taches of gold, 
and coupled the curtains one unto 
another with the taches; so it be¬ 
came one tabernacle. 

14 And ho made curtains of goats' 
hair for the tent over the tabernacle; 
eleven curtains he made them, 

15 The length of one curtain was 
thirty cul.te, and four cubits was the 
breadth of one curtain; the eleven car- 
tains were of one size. 

16 And he coupled five curtains hy 
themselves, and Bix curtains by them¬ 
selves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon 
the uttermost edge of the curtain in 
the coupling, and fifty loops made he 
apon tne edge of the curtain which 
conpleth the seoond. 

18 And he made fifty taches of 
brass to couple the teat together, 
that it might be one. 

19 And he made a covering for the 
tent of rams' skins dyed red, and a 
covering of badgers' skins above that. 

20 And he made boards for the 
tabernacle of ehittim wood, standing 
up. 

21 The length of a board was ten 
cubits, and the breadth of a board 
one cubit and a half. 

22 One board had two tenons equally 
distant one from another; thus did 
he make for all the boards of the 
tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the 
tabernacle; twenty boards for the 
south side southward; 

24 And forty sookets of silver he 
made nnder the twenty boards; two 
sockets nnder one board for his two 
tenons, and two sockets under an¬ 
other board for his two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the 
tabernacle, whioh is toward the north 
corner, he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty sockets of silver; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sookets under another board. 

27 And for the sides of the taberna¬ 
cle westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for the 
oomora of the tabernacle in the two 
sides. 

29 And they were coupled beneath, 
and coupled together at tho head 
thoreof, to one ring ; thus he did to 
both of them in both the corners. 

30 And thore were eight boards; 
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and lLoir sockets wore sixteen sock¬ 
ets of silver, under every board two 
sockets. 

ill And be made bars of shittim 
wood; Gve for the boards of the one 
side of tbo tabernacle, 

32 And Gve bars for the boards of 
tbo otber side of the tabernacle, and 
five bars for the boards of the tabor- 
nacle, for tho sides westward. 

33 And he mado tho middle bar to 
shoot through the boards from tbo one 
end to the other. 

31 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made their rings of gold to 
be places for toe bars, and overlaid 
tho bars with gold. 

25 And he mado a veil of blue, and 
purple and soarleL, and Guo twined 
linen; with cherubim mado he it of 
ounning work. 

36 And he made thereunto four pil¬ 
lars of shittim wood, and overlaid 
them with gold ; their hooks wore of 
gold; and ho cast for them four sock¬ 
ets of silvor. 

37 And ho mado a hanging for the 
tabernacle door of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linon, of 
needlework; 

39 Ami the five pillars of it with 
their hooks; and ho overlaid their 
chapitors and their fillets with gold; 
but thoir five sockets wore of brasB. 

CHAPTER XXXVII. 

TKt furnishing of the tabernacle. 

ND Bezaleol made the ark of 
shittim wood; two cubits and 
a half was the length of it, and a cubit 
and a hulf tho breadth of it, and a 
cubit and a half the height of it; 

2 And he overlaid it with pure gold 
within and without, and made aorown 
of gold to it round about. 

3 And he oast for it four rings of 
gold, to be set by the four corners of 
It; evon two rings upon the one side 
of it, and two rings upon the other 
side of it. 

4 And he made staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid thorn with gold. 

5 And he put tho staves into tho 
rings by the sidos of the ark, to boar 
the ark. 

6 And he mado tho mercy eeul of 
pure gold ; two cubits and a half was 
the length thereof, and one oubit and 
a half tho breadth thereof. 

7 And he mado two oherubim of

gold, beaten out of one piece made 
ho them, on the two ends of the meroj 
Beat; 

9 One cherub on the end on this 
side, and another cherub on the other 
end on that side; out of the meroy 
scat made he the oherubim on the 
two cods thereof. 

9 And tho oherubim spread out their 
wings on high, and covered with their 
wings over the mercy scat, with thoir 
faces one to another: even to the 
mercy seatward were tho facos of the 
cherubim. 

10 And he mado tho table of shittim 
wood; two cubits was the length there¬ 
of, and aoubit the breadth thereof, and 
a cubit and a half the height thereof; 

11 And ho overlaid it with pure 
gold, and made thereunto a erown of 
gold round about. 

12 Also ho mado thereunto a bor¬ 
der of a hand-breadth round about; 
and made a crown of gold for the bor¬ 
der thereof round about. 

13 And he cast for it four rings 
of gold, and pul the rings upon the 
four corners that wero in the four feet 
thereof. 

14 Over against the border were the 
rings, the places for the staves to bear 
the tahle. 

15 And he made the staves of shit¬ 
tim wood, and overlaid them with 
gold, to bear the tablo. 

16 And he made the vessels which 
were upon the table, his dishes, and 
his spoons, and his bowls, and his 
covers to oover withal, of pure 
gold. 

17 And he made the oandlestiok of 
pure gold; of beaten work made he 
the candlostick; his shaft, and his 
branch, his howls, his knops, and his 
flowers, woro of tho same ; 

18 And six branohes going out of 
the sides thereof; three branohes of 
the candlestick out of the one side 
thereof, and throe branohes of the 
oundlcstick out of the other aide 
thereof; 

19 Throe bowls made after the fash¬ 
ion of almonds in one branoh, a 
knop and a flower; and three bowls 
made like almondB in another branoh, 
a knop and a flower; so throughout 
the six branohes going oat of the 
oandlestiok. 

20 And in the oandlestiok were four 
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bowls made like almonds, his knops, 
and his flowers ; 

21 And a knoj> under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop 
nnder two branches of the same, 
according to the six branches going 
out of it. 

22 Their knops and their branches 
were of the same; all of it was one 
beaten work of pure gold. 

23 And he made his seven lamps, 
and his snuffers, and his snuff-dishes, 
of pure gold. 

24 Of a talent of pure gold made 
he it, and all the vessels thereof. 

23 And ho made the incense altar 
of shittim wood ; the length of it was 
a cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; 
it was four-square; and two cubits 
was the height of it; the horns there¬ 
of were of the same. 

26 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold, both the top of it, and the sides 
thereof round about, and the horns 
of it; also he made unto it a crown 
of gold round about. 

27 And he made two rings of gold 
for it under the crown thereof, by the 
two corners of it, upon the two sides 
thereof, to bo places for the staves to 
bear it w’ithal. 

28 And he made the staves of shit¬ 
tim wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

29 And he made the holy anointing 
oil, and tho pure incenBe of sweet 
spices, according to tho work of the 
apothecary. 

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

The. furnishing of the tabernacle. 

ND he made the altar of burnt 
offering of shittim wood; five 
cubits was the length thereof, and 
five cubits the breadth thereof; it 
was four-square ; and three cubits the 
hoight thereof. . 

2 And he made the horns thereof 
on the four corners of it; the horns 
thereof were of the same; and he 
overlaid it with brass. 

3 And he made all the vessels of tho 
altar, the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basins, and the fleshhooks, and 
the firepans; all the vessels thereof 
made he of hrass. 

4 And he made for the altar a bra- 
sen gTate of network, under tho com¬ 
pass thereof, beneath nnto the midst 
of it. 


5 And he cast four rings for the 
four ends of the grate of brass, to be 
places for the staves. 

6 And he made the staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with brass. 

7 And he put the staves into the 
rings on the sides of the altar, to bear 
it withal; he made the altar hollow 
with boards. 

8 And he made the laver of brass, 
and the foot of it of brass, of the 
looking-glasses of tho women assem¬ 
bling, which assembled at the door of 
the tahemacle of the congregation. 

9 And he made the court; an tho 
south side southward the hangings 
of the court were of fine twined linen, 
a hundred cnbits; 

10 Their pillars were twenty, and 
their hrazen sockets twenty; the 
hooks of the pillars and their fillets 
were of silver. 

11 And for the north side the hang¬ 
ings were a hnndrcd cubits, their pil¬ 
lars were twenty, and their sockets 
of brass twenty ; the hooks of the 
pillars, and their fillets of silver. 

12 And for the west Bide were hang¬ 
ings of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, 
and their sockets ten; the hooks of 
the pillars and their fillets of silver. 

13 And for the east side eastward 
fifty cubits. 

14 The hangings of the one side of 
the gate were fifteen cubits: their 
pillars three, and their sockets three. 

13 And for the other side of the 
court-gate, on this hand and that 
hand, wore hangings of fifteen cubits ; 
their pillars three, and their sockets 
three. 

16 All the hangings of the court 
round about wore of fino twined linen, 

17 And tho sockets for tho pillars 
were of brass; the hooks of the pil¬ 
lars and their fillets of silver; and 
the overlaying of their chapiters of 
silver; and all tho pillars of the court 
were filleted with silver. 

18 And the hanging for the gate of 
the oourt was needlework, of blue, 
and purplo, and soarlet, and fine 
twined linen ; and twenty cubits was 
the length, and the height in the 
breadth was five oubita, answerable 
to the hangings of the oourt. 

19 And their pillars were four, and 
their sockots of brass four; their 
hooks of silver, and the overlaying 
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of their chapiter* and their fillet* of 
silver. 

20 And all the pinB of the taber¬ 
nacle, and of the court round about, 
were of brae*. 

21 This is the sum of the tabornoole, 
even of tbe tabernacle of testimony, 
as it was counted, according to the 
commandment of Moses, for the ser¬ 
vice of tbe Levitea, by the hand of 
Ithamar, son to Aaron the priest. 

22 And Bczaleol the son of Uri, 
the son of llur, of tbe tribe of Ju¬ 
dah, made all that the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

23 And with him was Aboliab, son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, 
an engraver, and a cunning work¬ 
man, and an embroiderer in blue, 
and in purplo, and in scarlet, and 
fine linen. 

24 All the gold that was occupied 
for the work in all the work of the 
holy place, oven the gold of tho offer¬ 
ing, was twenty and nine talents, and 
seven hundred and thirty shekels, 
after tho shekel of the sanctuary. 

25 And tho silver of them that 
were numbered of the congregation 
was a hundred talents, and a thou¬ 
sand soven hundred and threescore 
and fifteen shekels, aftor tho shekel 
of the sanctuary ; 

26 A bokah for every man, that is, 
half a shekel, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for every ono that went to 
be numberod, from twenty years old 
aud upward, for six hundred thou¬ 
sand and three thousand and five 
hundred and fifty men. 

27 And of tbe hundred talents of 
silvor were oast tho Bookets of the 
sanctuary, and tho soakets of tho 
veil; a hundred sookets of the hun¬ 
dred talents, a talent for a socket. 

28 And of the thousand seven hun¬ 
dred seventy and five shekels he 
made hooks for the pillars, and over¬ 
laid their ohapiters, and filleted them. 

29 And the brass of tbe offoring 
was sevonty talents, and two thou¬ 
sand and four hundrod shekels. 

80 And therewith he made tho 
sockets to tho door of the tabornaole 
of the congregation, and the brazen 
altar, and tho brazen grate for it, and 
all the vessels of the altar, 

31 And the sookots of the oonrt 
round about, and the sookets of the 
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coart gate, and all the pinB of the 
tabernacle, and all the pins of the 
court round about. 

CIIA ITER XXXIX. 

The clnthe.a of service. 

ND of the blue, and purple, ano 
scarlet, they made clothes of 
service, to do servico in the holy 
place, and made the holy garments 
for Aaron; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

2 And ho made the ephod of gold, 
blue, and purple, and soarlet, and 
fine twined linen. 

3 And they did beat the gold into 
thin plates, and cut it into wires, to 
work it in the blue, and in the pur¬ 
ple, and in the scarlet, and in the 
fine linen, with cunning work. 

4 They made shoulder-picoes for it, 
to couple it together; by the two 
edges was it ooupled together. 

5 And the curious girdle of his 
ephod, that was upon it, was of the 
same, according to the work thereof; 
of gold, blue, and purplo, and soarlet, 
and fine twined linen ; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

6 And they wrought onyx stones 
inclosed in ouches of gold, graven, 
as signets are graven, with the names 
of the children of Israel. 

7 And he put them on the shonl- 
dors of the ephod, that they should 
bo stones for a memorial to the chil¬ 
dren of Israel; as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

6 And he made the breastplate of 
cunning work, like the work of the 
ephod ; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
ecarlot, and fine twined linen. 

9 It was four-square; they made 
the breastplate double; a span was 
the length thereof, and a span the 
breadth thoreof, being douhled. 

10 And thoy Bet in it four rows of 
stones; the first row waB a Bardins, 
a topaz, and a carbuncle ; this was 
the first row. 

11 And the second row, an emerald, 
a sapphire, and a diamond. 

12 And the third row, a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

13 And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper; they were in- 
olosed in ouohea of gold in their in- 
closings. 

14 And the stones were aooordlng 
to the names of the ohildren of Is- 
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rael, twelve, according to their names, I 
like the engravings of a signet, every 
one with his name, according to the 
twelve tribes. 

15 And they made upon the breast¬ 
plate chains at the ends, of wreathcn 
work of pure gold. 

16 And they made two oncheB of 
gold, and two gold rings, and put the 
two rings in the two ends of the 
breastplate. 

17 And they put the two wreathen 
chains of gold in the two rings on the 
ends of the breastplate. 

18 And the two ends of the two 
wreathen chains they fastened in the 
two ouches, and put them on the 
shoulder-pieces of the ephod, before 
it. 

19 And they made two rings of 
gold, and put them on the two ends 
of the breastplate, upon the border 
of it, which was on the side of tbe 
ephod inward. 

20 And they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two sides 
of the ephod underneath, toward the 
forepart of it, over against the other 
coupling thereof, above the curious 
girdle of the ephod. 

21 And they did hind the breast¬ 
plate by his rings unto the rings of 
the ephod with a lace of blue, that it 
might be above the ourious girdle of 
the ephod, and that tbe brcastplato 
might not be loosed from the ephod : 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

22 And be made the robe of the 
ephod of woven work, all of blue. 

23 And there was a hole in the 
midst of the robo, as tha hole of an 
hahergeon, with a band round about 
the hole, that it should not rend. 

24 And they made upon the hems 
of the robe pomegranates of blue, 
and purple, and ecarlot, and twined 
linen. 

25 And they made bells of pure 
gold, and put tho bells between the 
pomegranates upon the hem of the 
rohe, round about between the pome¬ 
granates ; 

26 A bell and a pomegranate, a bell 
and a pomegranate, round about the 
hem of the robe to minister in; as 
the Lord oommandod Moeos. 

27 And they made coats of fine 
linen of woven work for Aaron, and 
for his sons, 


28 And a mitre of fine liDen, and 
goodly bonnets of fine linen, and 
linen breeches of fine twined linen, 

29 And a girdle of fine twined 
linen, and blue, and purple, aDd scar¬ 
let, of needlework; as the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

30 And they made the plate of the 
holy crown of pure gold, aDd wrote 
upon it a writing, like to the engrav¬ 
ings of a signet, HOLINESS TO 
THE LORD. 

31 And they tied unto it a lace of 
blue, to fasten it on high upon the 
mitre; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

32 Thus was all the work of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the congre¬ 
gation finished; and the children of 
Israel did according tc all that the 
Lord commanded Moses, so did tbey. 

33 And they brought the taberna¬ 
cle unto Moses, the teDt, and all his 
furniture, his taches, his boards, his 
bars, and his pillars, and his sockets; 

34 And the covering of ram6' skins 
dyed red, aDd the covering of badg¬ 
ers’ skins, and the veil of the cover¬ 
ing ; 

35 The ark of the testimony, and 
tho staves thereof, and the mercy 
seat; 

36 The table, and all the vessels 
thereof, and tbe showbread; 

37 The pure candlestick, with the 
lamps thereof, even with the lamps 
to be set in order, and all the vessels 
thereof, and tho oil for light; 

38 And the golden altar, and the an¬ 
ointing oil, and the sweet incense, 
and the hanging for the tabercaolo 
door: 

39 The brazen altar, and his grate 
of brass, his staves, and all his ves¬ 
sels, the laver and his foot; 

40 Tho hangings of the court, hii 
pillars, and his sockets, and tho hang¬ 
ing for the oourt gate, his cords, and 
his pins, and all the vessels of the 
service of the tabernacle, for the tent 
of the congregation ; 

41 The clothes of servioe to do ser¬ 
vice in the holy place, and the holy 
garments for Aaron the priest, and 
his sons’ garments, to minister in the 
priest’s office. 

42 According to all that the Lord 
commanded Moses, so the children of 
Israel made all the work. 
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43 And Moses did look npon all the 
work, and, behold, they had done it 
as tho Lord had commanded, even bo 
had they done it; and Mobcs blessed 
them. 

CHAPTER XL. 

TTit tabrmaeU u rtartxl—A cloud covcreth it. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 On the first day of the first month 
eh alt thou set up the tabernacle of 
tho tent of the congregation. 

3 And thou shalt put therein the 
arh of the testimony, and cover the 
ark with the vei 1 . 

4 And thou shalt bring in the table, 
and set in order tho things that are 
to be set in order npon it; and thou 
shnlt bring in the candlestick, and 
light tho lamps thereof. 

5 And thou shnlt set the altar of 
gold for the incense before the ark of 
the testimony, And put the hanging 
of tho door to the tabernacle. 

6 And thou shalt set the altar of 
the burnt offering before the door of 
the tahernnelo of the tent of the con¬ 
gregation. 

7 And thou shalt set tho laver be¬ 
tween the tent of the congregation 
and the altar, and shnlt put water 
therein. 

8 And thou shalt set up tho court 
round about, and hang up tho hang¬ 
ing at the court-gote. 

9 And thou slmlt take the anoint¬ 
ing oil, and Anoint the tabernnete, 
and all that is therein, and shalt 
hallow it, and all the veBselB thereof; 
and it shall be holy. 

10 And thou shalt anoint (be altar 
of the burnt offering, and all his ves¬ 
sels, and sanctify the altar; and it 
shall be an Altar most holy. 

11 And thou shall anoint the laver 
and his foot, and sanctify It. 

12 And thou shalt bring Aaron and 
bis sons unto the door of the taber- 
noole of the congregation, and wash 
them with water. 

13 And thou shalt put upon Aaron 
the holy garments, and anoint him, 
and eanotify him; that ho may min¬ 
ister unto mo in tho priest’s office. 

14 And thou shall bring his sodb, 
and clotbe (hem with ooatB; 

15 And thou shalt anoint them, as 
thou didst anoint their father, that 
they may minister unto me in the 
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prieBt’a offloe, for their anointing 
shall surely be an everlasting priest¬ 
hood throughout their generations. 

16 Thus did Moses; acoording to 
all (hat the Lord commanded him, so 
did he. 

17 And it came to pass in the first 
month in the second year, on the first 
day of the month, that the taberna¬ 
cle was reared up. 

18 And Moses reared np the taber¬ 
nacle, aDd fastened his sookets, and 
set np the boards thereof, and put in 
the bars thereof, and reared up his 
pillars. 

19 And he spread abroad the lent 
over tho tabernacle, and put the cov¬ 
ering of the tent above upon it; as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

20 And he took and put the testi¬ 
mony into the ark, and set the staves 
on the ark, and put the mercy seat 
above upon tho ark ; 

21 Ana he brought the ark into the 
tabernacle, and sot up the veil of the 
covering, and covered the ark of the 
testimony ; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

22 And he put the table in the tent 
of the congregation, upon the side 
of Lhe tabernacle northward, without 
the veil. 

23 And ho flet the bread in order 
upon it before the Lord; as the Lord 
had commanded Moees. 

24 And ho put the candlestioK in 
tbe tent of tbe congregation, over 
against tbo table, on the side of the 
tabernacle southward. 

25 And ho lighted the lamps before 
the Lord; as tho Lord commanded 
Moses. 

26 And he put the golden altar in 
tho tent of tne congregation before 
tho veil; 

27 And ho burnt sweet incense there¬ 
on ; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

28 And he set up tho hanging at 
tho door of tho tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of burnt 
offering by tho door of the taberna¬ 
cle of the tent of the congregation, 
and offored upon it the burnt offering 
and tho moat offering; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

30 And he set the laver between 
the teul of the congregation and the 
altar, and put water there, to wash 
withal. 
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31 And Moses and Aaron and his 
sons washed their hands and their 
feet thereat; 

32 When they went into the tent of 
the congregation, and when they 
came near unto the altar, they wash¬ 
ed: as the Lord commanded Moses. 

33 tnd he reared up the court 
r*mnd about the tabernacle and the 
attar, and set up the hanging of the 
oourt-gate. So Moses finished the 
work. 

34 Then a cloud covered the tent of 
the congregation, and the glory of 
the Lord filled the tabernacle. 

35 And Moses was not able to en¬ 


ter into the tent of the congregation, 
because the cloud abode thereon, and 
the glory of the Lord filled the taber¬ 
nacle. 

36 And when the olond was taken 
up from over the tabernacle, the chil¬ 
dren of Israel went onward in all 
their journeys ; 

37 But if the cloud were not taken 
up, then they journeyed not till the 
day that it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of tne Lord was 
upon the tabernaole by day, and fire 
was on it by night, in the sight of 
all the house of Israel, throughout all 
their journeys. 
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CHAPTER I. 

The burnt offerings. 

ND the Lord called unto Moses, 
and spake unto him out of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, say¬ 
ing, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, If any man of 
yon bring an offering unto the Lord, 
ye Bhall bring your offering of the 
cattle, even of the herd, and of the 
flock. 

3 If his offering be a burnt sacri¬ 
fice of the herd, let him offer a male 
without blemish; he shall offer it of 
his own voluntary will at the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
before the Lord. 

4 And be shall put hiB hand upon 
the head of the burnt offering; and 
it shall be accepted for him to make 
atonement for him. 

5 And he shall kill the bullock be¬ 
fore the Lord; and the priests, 
Aaron’s sons, shall bring the blood, 
and sprinkle the blood round about 
upon the altar that is by the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

6 And he shall flay the burnt offer¬ 
ing, and cut it into his pieces. 

7 And the sons of Aaron the priest 
shall put fire upon the altar, and lay 
the wood in ordor upon the fire; 

8 And the priests, Aaron's sons, 
shall lay the parts, the hoad, and the 
fat, in order upon the wood that is on 
the fire which is upon the altar; 

9 But his inwards and his legs shall 


ho wash in water; and the priest 
shall burn all on the altar, to be a 
burnt sacrifice, an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

10 And if hi9 offering be of the 
flocks, namely, of the sheep, or of 
the goats, for a burnt sacrifice; 
he shall bring it a male without 
blemish. 

11 And he shall kill it on the side 
of the altar northward before the 
Lord ; and the priests, Aaron’s sons, 
shall sprinkle his blood round about 
upon the altar; 

12 And he shall out it into his 
pieces, with his head and his fat; 
and the priest shall lay them in or¬ 
der on the wood that is on the fire 
whioh is upon the altar. 

13 But he shall wash the inwardb 
and the legs with water; and the 
priest shall bring it all, and barn it 
upon the altar; it is a burnt sacrifice, 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the Lord. 

14 And if the burnt sacrifice for 
his offering to the Lord be of fowls, 
then he shall bring his offering of 
turtle doves, or of yonng pigeons. 

15 And the priest shall bring it un- 
to the altar, and wring off his head, 
and burn it on the altar; and the 
blood thereof shall be wrung ont at 
the side of the altar; 

16 And he shall plnck away Ms 
crop with his feathers, and cast it be¬ 
side the altar on the east part, by the 
place of the ashes. 
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17 And he shall cleave it with the 
wings thereof, hut Bhall not divide it 
adamier j and the priest shall burn it 
upon the altar, upon the wood that 
is upon the flro; it is a hurnt saori- 
floe, an ofTering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto tbo Lord 

CI1APTKK II. 

7 Tie ntfal o fferings. 

ND when any will offer a meat 
offering unto the Lord, his of¬ 
fering shall he of fine flour; and he 
shall pour oil upon it, and put frank¬ 
incense thereon. 

2 And he sbnll bring it to Aaron's 
sons the priests; and he shall take 
thereout his handful of the flour 
thereof, and of the oil theroof, with 
all the frankinoenso thereof; nod the 
priest shall burn the memorial of it 
upon the altar, to bo an offering made 
by fire, of a sweot savour unto the 
Lord ; 

3 And the remnant of the meat of¬ 
fering shall be Aaron's and his sons’; 
it is a thing most holy of tho offerings 
of the Lord made by fire. 

4 And if thou bring an oblation of 
a meat offoring hakon in the oven, it 
shall bo unleavened oakes of fine 
flour mingled with oil, or unleavened 
wafers anointed with oil. 

5 And if thy oblation be a meat of¬ 
fering baken in a pan, it shall be of 
fine flour unleavened, mingled with 
oil. 

0 Thou Bhall part it in pieocs, and 
pour oil thereon ; it is a moot offering. 

7 And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering baken in the frying-pan, it 
shall be made of fine flour with oil. 

8 And thou shalt bring the meat 
offoring that is made of these things 
unto tho Lord ; and when it is pre¬ 
sented onto the priost, he shall bring 
U ‘into the altar. 

0 And the priest shall take from 
the meat offering a memorial thereof, 
and shall burn it upon the altar; it 
is an offering mndo by fire, of a sweet 
savour onto the Lord. 

10 And that whioh is left of tho 
moat offering shall be Aaron’s and 
his sons'; it is a thing most holy 
of the offerings of the Lord mndo hy 
fire. 

11 No meat offering, whioh ye shall 
oring unto the Lord, shall be made 
with leaven ; for ye shall burn no 
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leaven, nor any honey. In any offer¬ 
ing of the Lord made by Are. 

12 As for the oblation of the first- 
fruits, ye shall offer thorn onto the 
Lord; bat they shall not be hurnt on 
the altar for a sweet savour. 

13 And every oblation of thy meat 
offering shalt thou season with salt; 
neither shalt thou suffer the salt of 
the covenant of thy God to he laok- 
ing from thy meat offoring; with all 
thine offerings thou shalt offer salt, 

14 And if thou offer a meat offer 
ing of thy first-fruits unto the Lord, 
thou shalt offer for the meat offering 
of thy first-fruits green ears of corn 
dried hy the fire, even oorn beaten 
out of full ears. 

15 And thon shalt pot oil upon It, 
and lay frankincense tnereon ; it is a 
meat offering. 

10 And the priest shall burn the 
memorial of it, part of the beaten 
corn thereof, and part of the oil 
thereof, with all the frankincense 
thereof; it is an offering made by fire 
unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER m. 

The. peace offering*. 

ND if his oblation be a sacrifice 
of peaoe offering, if he offer it 
of the herd, whether it be a male or 
female, he shall offer it without blem¬ 
ish before the Lord. 

2 And he shall lay his hand npon 
tho bend of his offering, and kill it 
at tho door of the tabernacle of tho 
congregation; and Aaron’s sons the 
priests shall sprinkle the blood upon 
the attar round about. 

3 And he shall offer of the saorifloe 
of the peaec offering an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord; the fat that 
covcrcth the inwards, and all the fat 
that is upon the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is on them, which Is by the 
flanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away. 

5 And Aaron's sons shall burn it 
on tho altar upon the barnt saorifloe, 
which is upon the wood that is on 
the Are; it is an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

6 And if his offoring for a saorifloe 
of peace offering unto the Lord be 
of the flock, male or female, he shall 
offer It without blemish. 
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7 If be offer ft lamb for hiB offering, 
then shall ho offer it before the Lord. 

6 And bo Bball lay his hand npon 
the head of his offering, and kill it 
before tho tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation ; and Aaron’s sons shall sprin¬ 
kle the blood thereof round abont 
npon the altar. 

0 And he shall offer of the sacrifice 
of the peace offering an offering made 
hy fire unto tho Lord ; the fat thereof, 
and the whole rump, it shall he take 
off hard by the backbone; and the 
fat that covereth the inwards, and all 
the fat that is upon the inwards, 

10 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is upon them, which is by 
the flanks, and the canl above the 
liver, with the kidneys, it shall he 
take away. 

11 And the priest shall bum it 
upon the altar; it is the food of the 
offering made by fire onto the Lord. 

12 And if his offering be a goat, then 
he shall offer it before the Lord. 

13 And he shall lay hiB hand upon 
the head of it, and kill it before tho 
tabernacle of the congregation ; and 
the sons of Aaron shall sprinkle the 
blood thereof upon the altar round 
abont. 

14 And he shall offer thereof his 
offering, even an offering made by 
fire nnto the Lord ; the fat that cov¬ 
ereth the inwards, and all the fat that 
is npon the inwards, 

15 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by the 
Banks, and the caul above tho liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away. 

19 And the prioBt shall bum them 
epon the altar; it is the food of the 
offering made by fire for a sweet sa¬ 
vour ; all the fat is the Lord’s. 

17 It shall be a perpetual statute for 
your generations throughout all your 
dwellings, that ye eat neither fat nor 
blood. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The tin offeringt. 

ND the Lord spako nnto Mosos, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto tho children of Israel, 
saying, If a soul Bhall sin through 
ignorance againBt any of the com¬ 
mandments of Ike Lord concerning 
things whiob ought not to be done, 
and shall do against any of them; 


3 If the priest that is anointed do 
sin according to the sin of the peo* 
pie; then let him bring for bis sin, 
which he hath sinned, a young bul¬ 
lock without blemish unto the Lord 
for a sin offering. 

4 And he shall bring the hollock 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation before the Lord; and 
shall lay his hand upon the bullock's 
head, and kill the bullock before the 
Lord. 

5 And the priest that is anointed 
shall take of the bullock’s blood, and 
bring it to the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation ; 

0 And the priest shall dip his fin¬ 
ger in the blood, and sprinkle of the 
blood seven times before the Lord, 
beforo the veil of the sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shall put some of 
the blood upon the horns of the altar 
of sweet incense before the Lord, 
which ie in the tabernacle of the 
congregation ; and shall pour all the 
blood of the bullock at the bottom of 
the altar of the burnt offering, which 
is at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

8 And he shall take off from it all 
the fat of the bullock for the sin offer¬ 
ing; the fat that covereth the in¬ 
wards, and all the fat that is upon 
the inwards, 

9 And the two kidneys and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away, 

10 As it was taken off from the bul¬ 
lock of the sacrifice of peace offerings; 
and the priest shall bnra them upon 
tho altar of the bnrnt offering. 

11 And the skin of the bullook, and 
all his flesh, with his head, and with 
his legs, and his inwards, and his 
dung. 

12 Even the whole bullock shall he 
carry forth without the camp unto a 
cleau plaoe, where the ashes are pour¬ 
ed out, and burn him on the wood 
with fire ; where the ashes are poor- 
od out shall he bo burnt. 

13 And if tho whole congregation of 
Israel sin through ignorance, and the 
thing ho hid from the eyes of the as¬ 
sembly, and they have done somewhat 
against any of the commandments of 
the Lord concerning things which 
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should not bo done, and are guilty ; 

14 When the sin whioh they have 
sinned against it, is known, thon the 
congregation shall offer a young bul¬ 
lock for the sin, and bring him be¬ 
fore the tabcrnaole of the congrega¬ 
tion. 

15 And the elders of the congrega¬ 
tion shall lay their hands upon the 
bead of the bullock before the Lord; 
and the bullock shall bo killed before 
(he Lord. 

16 And iho priost that is anointed 
shall bring of the bullook's blood 
to the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion ; 

17 And the priest shall dip his fin¬ 
ger in some of the blood, and sprin¬ 
kle it seven times before the Lord, 
evon before tbo veil. 

18 And bo shall put some of the 
blood upon the horns of tho altar 
whioh is beforo tbo Lord, that is in 
tho tabernacle of tbo congregation, 
and shall pour out all the blood at 
the bottom of tho altar of the burnt 
offering, which is at tho door of the 
tabornaclo of iho congregation. 

10 And ho shut! tako nil his fat from 
biin, and burn it upon the altar. 

20 And ho shall do with the bullock 
as be did with tho bullook for a sin 
offering, so shall be do with this; and 
the priost abnll muko an atonement 
for them, and it shall bo forgiven 
them. 

21 And ho shall carry forth the bul¬ 
lock without tho camp, and burn him 
as be buruod tho first bullock; it is a 
sin offoring for tho oougrogation. 

22 When a ruler hath sinnod, nnd 
done somewhat through ignorance 
against any of the commandments 
of tho Lord his God concerning 
things whioh should not be done, and 
is guilty ; 

23 Or if his sin, wherein he hath 
sinned, oomu to his knowledge ; ho 
ahull bring his offering, a kid of the 
goats, a malo without blemish ; 

24 Anil he shnll lay his hand upon 
the bead of tho goat, and kill it in 
tho place whoro they kill the burnt 
offering beforo the Lord; it is a sin 
offoring. 

25 And tho priost shall tako of the 
blood of the sin offoring with his fin¬ 
ger, and put it upon tho horns of the 
altar of burnt offering, and shall pour 


out his blood at the bottom of the 
altar of burnt offoring. 

26 And he shall bum all hli fat 
upon the altar, as tho fat of the sacri¬ 
fice of peaoe offerings ; and the priest 
shall niako an atonement for him as 
concerning his sin, and it shall be for¬ 
given him. 

27 And if any one of the common 

eople sin through ignorance, while 

o doeth somewhat against any of 

the commandmonts of the Lord con¬ 
cerning things which ought not to be 
done, and be guilty ; 

28 Or if his sin, whioh he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge ; then 
he shall bring his offering, a kid of 
the goats, a female without blemish, 
for his sin whioh he hath sinned. 

29 And he shall lay his hand upon 
tho head of the sin offering, and slay 
the sin offering in the place of the 
burnt offering. 

30 And the priest shall take of the 
blood thereof with his finger, and put 
it upon tho horns of the altar of burnt 
offering, and shall pour out all the 
blood thereof at tho bottom of the altar. 

31 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as tho fat is taken away 
from off the sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings; and the priest shall bum it 
upon the altar for & swoot savour 
unto the Lord ; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

32 And if he bring a lamb for a sin 
offering, be shall bring it a female 
without blemish. 

33 And he shall lay bis hand upon 
the hoad of the sin offering, and slaj 
it for a sin offering in the plaoe where 
they kill the burnt offering. 

34 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of tho sin offering with his 
fingor, and put it upon the horns of 
the altar of burnt offering, and shall 

our out all the blood thereof at the 

otlom of the altar; 

85 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat of the lamb if 
takon away from the sacrifice of the 

1 >eaoo offerings; and the priest shall 
mm them upon the altar, aooording 
to the offerings made by fire unto the 
Lord; and the priest shall make an 
atunoment for Lis bid that he hath 
committed, and it shall be forgiven 
him. 
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OH AFTER V. I 11 But If he be not able to bring 


Offering* far n'n. 

ND if a soul sin, and hoar the 
voice of Bwearing, and is a wit¬ 
ness, whether he hath seen or known 
of it; if he do not utter it, then he 
shall bear hie iniquity. 

2 Or if a soul touch any unolean 
thing, whether it be a carcass of an 
unolean beast, or a carcass of unolean 
cattle, or the oaroass of unclean 
oreeping things, and if it be hiddeD 
from him ; he also shall be unolean, 
and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the unoleanness of 
man, whatsoever unoleanness it be 
that a man shall be defiled withal, 
and it be hid from him; when he 
knoweth of it, then he shall be guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing 
with his lips to do evil, or to do good, 
whatsoever it be that a man Bhall 

f ironounoe with an oath, and it be hid 
rom him; when he knoweth of it, 
then he shall he guilty in ono of these. 
5 And it shall bo, when ho shall be 
guilty in one of those things, that he 
shall confess that he hath sinned in 
that thing; 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord for his sin 
whioh he hath sinned, a female from 
the flock, a lamb, or a kid of the 
goats, for a sin offering; and the 
riest Bhall make an atonement for 
im concerning his sin. 

7 And if ho be not able to bring a 
Iamb, then he shall bring for hie 
trespass, whioh he hath committed, 
two turtle dovos, or two young 
pigeons, unto the Lord; one for a 
sin offering, and the other for a burnt 
offering. 

6 And he shall bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which i9 
for the sin offering first, and wring 
off his head from his neck, but shall 
not divide it asunder; 

6 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
of the sin offering upon the side of 
the altar; and the rest of the blood 
shall be wrung out at the bottom of 
the altar; it is a sin offering. 

10 And ho shall offer the second for 
a burnt offering, according to the 
manner; and the priest shall make 
an atonoment for him for his sin 
whioh he hath sinned, and it shall bo 
forgiven him. 


two turtle doves, or two young pigeons, 
then he that sinned shall bring for 
his offering the tenth part of an ephab 
of fine flour for a sin offering; he 
shall put no oil upon it, neither shall 
he put any frankiucenoe thereon; for 
it is a sin offering. 

12 Then shall he bring it to the 
rieBt, and the priest shall take his 
andfnl of it, even a memorial there¬ 
of, and burn it on the altar, according 
to the offerings made by fire nnto the 
Lord; it is a sin offering. 

13 And the prieBt shall make an 
atonement for him as touching his 
sin that he hath sinned in one of 
these, and it shall be forgiven him ; 
and the remnant shall be the priest’s, 
as a meat offering. 

14 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

15 If a soul commit a trespass, and 
sin through ignorance, in the holy 
things of the Lord; then he shall 
bring for his trespass unto the Lord 
a ram without blemish out of rhe 
flocks, with Ihy estimation by shekels 
of silver, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for a trespass offering; 

16 And he shall make amends for 
the harm that he hath done in the 
holy thing, and shall add the fifth 
part thereto, and give it unto the 
priest; and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him with the ram of 
the trespass offering, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

17 And if a soul sin, and commit 
any of these things which are for 
bidden to be done by the command¬ 
ments of the Lord ; though he wist it 
not, yot is he guilty, and shall bear 
his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring a ram with¬ 
out blemish out of the flook, with thy 
estimation, for a trospass offering, 
unto the priest; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him concern¬ 
ing bis ignorance wherein he erred 
and wist it not, and it shall be for¬ 
given him. 

19 It is a trespass offering; he hath 
certainly trespassod against the Lord. 

ClIAFTKR VI. 

Sundry offering!. 

Nl) the Lord spake unto Mosea, 
saying, 

2 If a soul sin, and commit a trefl- 
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usd against the Lord, and lio unto 

is neighbour in that whioh was 
delivered him to keep, or in fellow- 
ahip, or in a thing taken away by 
violence, or hath decoived his neigh¬ 
bour ; 

3 Or have found that which was 
lost, and lieth concerning it, and 
eweareth falsely; in any of all these 
that e man doeth, sinning theroin ; 

4 Than it shall be, because he hath 
sinned, and is guilty, that he shall 
restoro that whioh ho took violently 
away, or the thing which he hath 
deceitfully gotten, or that which was 
delivered him to keep, or the lost 
Lhing which he found, 

i Or all that about which he hath 
sworn falsely; ho shall even roBlore 
it in the principal, and shall add the 
fifth part more thorcto, and give it 
unto him to whom it appertained, 
in the day of his trespass oUering. 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto Lhc Lord, a ram without 
blemish out of the flock, with thy 
estimation, for a trespass offering, 
unto Lho priest; 

7 And the priest shall make an 
atonemont for him beforo the Lord ; 
and it shall be forgiven him for any 
thing of all that he hath done in 
trospassing thorcin. 

8 And the Lord spake unto Mobqs, 
saying, 

0 Command Aaron and his sons, 
saying, ThiB is the law of the burnt 
offering; It is the burnt offering, be¬ 
cause of the burning upon lho altar 
all night unto the morning, and the 
Are of the altar shall be burning in it. 

10 And the priest shall put on bis 
linen garment, and his linen breeches 
shall he put upon his flesh, and take 
up tho ashes whioh the fire hath con¬ 
sumed with the burnt offering on the 
altar, and he shall put them beside 
tho altar. 

11 And ho shall put off his garments, 
and put on other garments, and carry 
forth the aBhes without the oamp 
unto a olean place. 

12 And tho firo upon the altar shall 
he burning in it; it shall not ho put 
out; and the priest shall hum wood 
on it every morning, and lay the 
burnt offering in ordor upon it; and 
he shall burn thorcon the fat of the 
peooe offerings. 
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13 The fire shall ever be burning 
upon the altar; it shall never go out. 

14 And this is the law of the meat 
off ering; Tho sons of Aaron shall 
offer it before the Lord, heforo the 
altar. 

16 And he shall take of it his hand¬ 
ful, of the flour of the meat offering, 
and of the oil thereof, and all the 
frankincense whioh is upon the meat 
offering, and shall burn it upon the 
altar for a sweet savour, even the me¬ 
morial of it, unto the Lord. 

16 And the remainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat; with unleav¬ 
ened bread shall it be eaten in the 
holy place ; in the court of the taber¬ 
nacle of tho congregation they shall 
eat it. 

17 It shall not be baken with lea¬ 
ven. I have given it unto them for 
their portion of my offerings made 
by fire; it is most holy, as is the sin 
offering, and as the trespass offering. 

18 AH the males among the chil¬ 
dren of Aaron shall eat of it. It 
shall be a statute for ever in your 
generations concerning tho offerings 
of the Lord mode by fire; every one 
that lonoheth them shall he holy. 

19 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

20 This is the offering of Aaron 
and of his sons, whioh they Shall 
offer unto the Lord in the day when 
he is anointed; the tenth part of an 
ephah of fine flour for a meat offer¬ 
ing perpetual, half of it in the morn¬ 
ing, ana half thereof at night. 

21 In a pan it shall be made with 
oil; and when it is baken, thon shalt 
bring it in ; and the baken pieces of 
the meat offering shalt thon offer for 
a sweet savour nnto the Lord. 

22 And the priests of his sons that 
is anointod in his stoad shall offer it; 
it is a statute for ever unto the Lord; 
it shall be wholly burnt. 

23 For evory meat offering for the 
priest shall be wholly burnt; it shall 
not be eaten. 

24 And the Lord spake nnto Moses, 
saying, 

25 Speak unto Aaron and to hli 
sons, saying, This is the law of the 
sin offering; In the plooe where the 
burnt offering is killed shall the sin 
offering be killed before the Lord; il 
is most holy. 
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26 The priest that offereth il for sin 
shall eat it; in the holy place shall it 
be eaten, in the court of the-taberna¬ 
cle of the congregation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the flesh 
thereof shall be holy ; and when there 
is sprinkled of the blood thereof upon 
any garment, thou shalt wash that 
whereon it was sprinkled in the holy 
place. 

28 But the earthen vessel whorein 
it is sodden shall be broken ; and if 
it be sodden in a brazen pot, it shall 
be both scoured, and rinsed in water. 

29 A1I the males among the priests 
Bhall eat thereof; it is most holy. 

30 And no sin offering, whereof any 
of the blood is brought into the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation to reconcile 
withal in the holy place, shall be 
eaten; it shall be burnt in the fire. 

CHAPTER VII. 

The law of offerings. 
IKEWTSE this is the law of the 
trespass offering; it is most holy. 

2 In tho place where they kill the 
burnt offering shall they kill the tres¬ 
pass offering ; and the blood thereof 
shall he sprinkle round about npon 
tbo altar. 

3 And he shall offer of it all the fat 
thereof; the rump, and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul that is above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away; 

5 And the priest shall burn them 
npon the altar for an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord ; it is a trespass 
offering. 

6 Every male among the priests shall 
eat thereof; it Bhall be eaten in the 
holy place ; it is most holy. 

7 As the sin offering is, so is the 
trespass offering ; there is one law for 
them ; the priest that maketh atone¬ 
ment therewith shall have it. 

8 And the priest that offereth any 
man's burnt offering, even the priest 
shall have to himself the skin of the 
burnt offering which he hath offered. 

9 And all the meat offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that is 
dr os sod in the frying-pan, and in the 
pan, shall be the priest’s that offer¬ 
eth it. 

10 And every meat offering, min¬ 


gled with oil, and dry, shall all the 
sons of Aaron have, one as much as 
another. 

11 Aod this is the law of the sac¬ 
rifice of peace offerings, which he 
shall offer unto the Lord. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiving, 
then he shall offer with the sacrifice 
of thanksgiving unleavened cakes 
mingled with oil, and unleavened 
wafers anointed with oil, and cakes 
mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. 

13 Besides the cakes, he shall offer 
for his offering leavened bread with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving of hia 
peace offerings. 

14 And of it he Bhall offer one out 
of the whole oblation for a heave 
offering onto the Lord, and it shall 
be the priest's that sprinkleth the 
blood of the peace offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings for thanksgiving 
shall be eaten the same day that it ia 
offored; he shall not leave any of it 
until the morning. 

16 But if the sacrifice of his offering 
be a vow, or a voluntary offering, it 
shall be eaten the same day that he 
offereth his sacrifice; and on the mor¬ 
row also the remainder of it shall be 
eaten; 

17 But the remainder of the flesh 
of the sacrifice on the third day shall 
be burnt with fire. 

18 And if any of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of his peaco offerings be 
eaten at all on the third day, it shall 
not be accepted, neither shall it be 
imputed onto him that offereth it; it 
shall be an abomination, and the 
soul that eatetb of it shall bear his 
iniquity. 

19 And the flesh that touoheth any 
unclean thing shall not be eaten ; it 
shall be burnt with fire; and as for 
tho flesh, all that be clean shall eat 
thereof. 

20 But the soul tbat cateth of the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, tbat pertain unto the Lord, 
having bis uncleannoss npon him, 
even that soul shall be out off from 
his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall 
touoh any nnoloau thing, as the tm- 
olcAnness of man, or any nnci'ux 
beast, or any abominable unoleav 
thing, and eat of the flesh of ths 
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Kiu-iifice of peace offerings, whioh 
ju rliiiu unto Inc Lord, even that bou! 
ahull be cut off from his people. 

22 Aud the Lord spake udIo Mosos, 
saying, 

23 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, saying, Yo shall cat no manner 
of fat, of ox, or of sheep, or of goat. 

24 And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
which is lorn with beasts, may be 
need in any other uso; but yo shall 
in no wise cat of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of 
the beast, of which men offer an offer¬ 
ing made by tire unto the Lord, even 
the soul thnt eateth it shall bo cut off 
from bis people. 

20 Morcovor yo shall eat no manner 
of blood, whether it be of fowl or of 
boast, in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul it be that eateth 
any mannor of blood, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his poople. 

28 And the Lord spake unto Mosos, 
saying, 

20 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, saving, He that offeroth tho 
sacrifice of his peace offerings unto 
tho Lord, shall bring his oblation 
unto the Lord of the saoriGce of bia 
peaoc offerings. 

30 Ilia own hands shall bring the 
offerings of tho Lord made by Gre, 
tbo fat with tbo breast; it shall bo 
bring, that the breast may be waved 
for a wave offering before the Lord. 

31 And the priest shall bum the fat 
upon tbo altar; but tho breast shall 
be Aaron’s and his sons'. 

32 And the right shoulder shall ye 
give unto the priest for a heave offer¬ 
ing of the saoriGces of your peace 
offerings. 

33 He among the sons of Aaron, 
that offeroth the blood of the peace 
(•Qerings, and the fat, shall have the 
right sbouldor for his part. 

34 For tho wave breast and tho 
heave shoulder have I taken of the 
children of Israol from off tho sacri- 
fioes of their peace offerings, and hAve 
given them unto Aaron the priest 
and unto his sons, by a statute for 
ever, from among the ohildren of 
Israel. 

35 This is the portion of the anoint¬ 
ing of Aaron, and of tho anointing 
of his sons, oat of the offerings of the 
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Lord made by fire, in the day when 
he presented them to minister onto 
the Lord in the priest’s office ; 

36 Which the Lord commanded to 
he given them of the children of 
Israel, in the day that he anointed 
them, hy a statute for ever through¬ 
out their generations. 

37 This is the law of the burnt offer¬ 
ing, of the meat offering, and of the 
sin offering, and of tho trespass offer¬ 
ing, and of the consecrations, and of 
the saoriGce of the peaco offerings; 

38 Which the Lord commanded 
Moses in mount Sinai, in the day 
that he commanded the children of 
Israel to offer their oblations unto the 
Lord, in the wilderness of Sinai. 

CUAPTKB VIII. 

3Iotei consecralclh Aaron and hi* tont— 
Their offering*. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Take Aaron and his eons with 
him, and the garments, and the 
anointing oil, and a bullock for the 
sin offering, and two rams, and a 
basket of unleavened bread; 

3 And gather thou all the congrega¬ 
tion together nnto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 And Moses did as the Lord com¬ 
manded him; and the assembly was 
gathered together unto the door of 
the tahornacle of the congregation. 

5 And Moses said unto the congre¬ 
gation, This is the thing whioh the 
Lord commanded to be done. 

6 And Moses brought Aaron and his 
sons, and washed them with water. 

7 And he put upon him the ooat, 
and girded him with the girdle, and 
olotbod him with the rohe, and put 
the ephod upon him, and he girded 
him with the carious girdle of the 
ephod, and bound it anto him there¬ 
with. 

8 And he put the breastplate upon 
him; also he put in the breastplate 
the Urim and tho Thummim. 

9 And he put the mitre upon his 
head; also upon the mitre, even upon 
bis fore-front, did he put the golden 
pinto, the holy crown; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

10 And Moses took the anointing 
oil, and anointed the tabemaole ana 
all that was therein, and sanctified 
them. 
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11 And ho sprinkled thereof upon 
the altar seven times, and anointed the 
altar and all bis vessels, both the 
laver aud his foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he poured of the anointing 
oil upon Aaron's head, and anointed 
him, to sanctify him. 

13 And Moses brought Aaron's Bons, 
and put coats upon them, and girded 
them with girdles, and put bonnets 
upon them ; as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

14 And he brought the bullock for 
the ein offering; aud Aaron and his 
eons laid their hands upon the head 
of the bullock for a sin offering. 

15 And he slew it; and Moses took 
the blood, and put it upon the horuB 
of the altar round About with his 
finger, and purified the altar, and 
poured the blood at the bottom of the 
altar, and sanctified it, to make re¬ 
conciliation upon it. 

16 And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul above 
the liver, and the two kidnr ys, and 
their fat, and Moses burned it npon 
the altar. 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, 
his flesh, and his dung, he burnt with 
fire without the camp ; as the Lord 
oommanded Moses. 

18 And he brought the ram for tho 
burnt offering; and Aaron and his 
sons laid their hands upon the head 
of the ram. 

19 And he killed it; and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar 
ronnd about. 

20 Aud he out the ram into pieces; 
and Moses burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. 

21 And he washed the inwards and 
the lege in water; and Moses burnt 
the whole ram upon the altar; it was 
a burnt sacrifice for a sweet savour, 
and an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord; as the Lord oommanded 
Moses. 

22 And he brought the other ram, 
the ram of consecration; and Aaron 
and his sons laid their hands npon 
the head of tbc ram. 

23 And ho slow it; and Moses took 
of the blood of it, nnd put it upon the 
tip of Aaron’s right ear, and npon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great too of his right foot. 

24 And he brought Aaron's ions, 


and Moses put of the blood npon the 
tip of their right car, and upon the 
thumbs of their right hands, and 
upon tho great toes of their right 
feet; and Moses sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar round about. 

25 And he took the fat, and the 
rump, and all the fat that was upon 
the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and theii 
fat, and the right shoulder; 

26 And out of the basket of un¬ 
leavened bread, that was before th* 
Lord, he took one unleavened c*ke, 
and a cake of oiled bread, and one 
wafer, and put them on the fat, and 
upon the right shoulder; 

27 And he put all upon Aaron's 
hands, and npon his Bon’s hands, and 
waved them for a wave offering be¬ 
fore the Lord. 

2S And Moses took them from off 
their hands, and burnt them on the 
altar upon the burnt offoring; they 
were consecrations for a sweet 6avour; 
it ie an offering made by fire onto 
tho Lord. 

29 And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before 
the Lord ; for of the ram of consecra¬ 
tion it was Moses’ part; as the Lord 
oommanded Moses. 

30 And Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon 
the altar, and sprinkled it upon 
Aaron, and upon his garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon his sons' 
garments with him; and sanctified 
Aaron, and his garments, and his 
sons, and his sons’ garments with 
him. 

31 And Moses said unto Aaron and 
to his sons, Boil the flesh at the door 
of the tabernacle of tho congregation; 
and there eat it with the bread that is 
in the basket of consecrations, as 1 
commanded, saying, Aaron and hia 
sons shall eat it. 

32 And that which romaineth of :he 
flesh and of the bread shall ye k urn 
with fire. 

33 And ye shall not go out of the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation in seven days, until the days 
of your consecration be at an ond; 
for seven days shall he consecrate yon. 

34 As he hath dono this day, so 
the Lord hath oommandod to do, to 
make an atonement for you. 
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35 Therefore shall ye abide at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation day and night Boven days, 
and keep tho charge of the Lord, that 
ye dio not; for ho I am commanded. 

36 So Aaron aud his sons did all 
things which the Lord commanded 
by the hand of Moses. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Hie Jlnt offerings of Aaron — Fire cometh 
from the Lord. 

ND it came to pass on the eighth 
day, that Moses called Aaron 
and his sons, and tho elders of Israel; 

2 And he said unto Aaron, Take 
thee a young calf for a sin offering, 
end a ram for a burnt offering, with¬ 
out blemish, and offer them before 
the Lord. 

3 And onto the ohildron of Israel 
thou shaJt speak, saying, Take ye a 
kid of the goats for a sin offering; 
end a calf and a lamb, both of the 
first year, without blomish, for a 
burnt offering. 

4 Also a bullock and a ram for 
poaco offerings, to sacrifice boforo the 
Lord; and a meat offering mingled 
with oil; for to-day the Lord will 
appear unto you. 

5 And they brought that whioh 
Moses commanded before the taber- 
uacle of tho oongrogation; and all 
tho oongrogation drew near and stood 
before the Lord. 

6 Aud Moses said, This is tho thing 
which the Lord commanded that ye 
should do; and the glory of the Lord 
shall appear unto you. 

7 Anu Moses said unto Aaron, Qo 
unto tho alter, and offer thy sin offer¬ 
ing, and thy burnt offering, and make 
an atonement for thyBelf, aod for the 
peoplo ; and offer the offering of the 
people, and make an atonement for 
them; as the Lord commanded. 

8 Aaron therefore went unto the 
altar, and slew the oalf of the sin 
offering, whioh was for himself. 

0 And the sons of Aaron brought 
the blood unto him; and he dipped 
his finger in the blood, and put it 
upon Lhe horns of the altar, and 
poured out the blood at the bottom 
of the altar; 

10 But the fat, and the kidneys, 
and the oaul above Lhe liver of the 
•in offering, he burnt upon Lhe altar, 
as the Lord commanded Moles, 
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11 And the flesh and the bide he 
burnt with fire without the camp. 

12 And he slew the burnt offering; 
and Aaron’s sons presented unto him 
the blood, which he sprinkled round 
about upon the allar. 

13 And they presented the burnt 
offering unto him, with the pieces 
thereof, and the head; and he burnt 
them upon the altar. 

14 And he did wash the inwards 
and the legs, and burnt them upon 
tho burnt offering on the altar. 

15 And he brought the people’s 
offering, and took the goat, which 
was the sin offering for the people, 
and slew it, and offered it for sin, as 
the first. 

10 And he brought the burnt offer¬ 
ing, and offered it according to the 
manner. 

17 And he brought the meat offer¬ 
ing, and took a handful thereof, and 
burnt it upon the altar, besides the 
burnt sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the 
ram for a sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which was for the people; and Aaron’s 
sons presented onto him the blood, 
which he sprinkled upon tho altar 
round about, 

10 And tho fat of the bullock and 
of the ram, the rump, and that 
wbioh oovereth the inwards, and 
tho kidneys, and the oaul above the 
liver; 

20' And they put the fat npon the 
breasts, and he burnt the fat upon 
the altar; 

21 And the broasts and the right 
shoulder Aaron waved for a wave 
offering before the Lord; as Moses 
commanded. 

22 And Aaron lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed them; 
and camo down from offering of the 
sin offering, and the burnt offering, 
and peace offerings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into 
the tabernoole of the congregation, 
and came out, and blessed the people; 
and the glory of the Lord appeared 
unto all the people. 

24 And there came a fire out from 
before the Lord, and oonsnmed upon 
the altar the burnt offoring and the 
fat; whioh when all the peoplo saw, 
they shouted, and fell on theii 
facea 
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CHAPTER 2L 
Wadab and Abihv are burned—The priejia 
are forbidden urine. 

ND Nadab and Abihu, the sons 
of Aaron, look cither of them 
hiB censer, and put fire therein, and 
put incense thereon, and offered 
strange firo before the Lord, which 
he commanded them not. 

2 Kjf. there went out firo from the 

and devoured them, and they 
died before the Lord. 

3 Then Moses said onto Aaron, 
This is it that tho Lord spake, sav¬ 
ing, I will be sanctified in them that 
come nigh me, and before all the peo- 

le r will be glorified. And Aaron 
eld his peace. 

4 And Moses called Mishael and 
Elzapban, the sons of Uzziel the 
uncle of Aaron, and said unto them. 
Come near, carry your brethren 
from before the sanctuary out of the 
camp. 

5 So they went near, and oarried 
them in their coats out of the camp; 
as Moses had said. 

6 And Moses said unto Aaron, and 
unto Eleazar, and unto Tthamar, his 
sons, Uncover not your heads, neither 
rend your clothes; lest ye die, and 
lest wrath come upon all the people; 
but let your brethren, the whole houBe 
of Israel, bewail the burning which 
the Lord hath kindled. 

7 And ye shall not go out from 
the door of the tabemaole of the con¬ 
gregation, lest ye die; for the anoint¬ 
ing oil of the Lord is upon you. And 
they did aocording to the word of 
Moses. 

8 And the Lord spake nnto Aaron, 
saying, 

9 Do not drink wine nor strong 
drink, thou, nor thy sons with thee, 
when ye go into the tabernacle of the 
congregation, lest ye die; it shall be 
a statute for ever throughout your 
generations; 

10 And that ye may put difference 
between holy and unholy, and be¬ 
tween unclean and clean; 

11 And that ye may teach the chil¬ 
dren of Israel all the statutes whioh 
the Lord hath spoken unto them by 
the hand of Moses. 

12 And Moses spake unto Aaron, 
and nnto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, 
his sons that were left. Take the meat 


offering that remaineth of the offer¬ 
ings of the Lord made by fire, and 
eat it without leaven beside tbe altar; 
for it is most holy. 

13 And ye shall eat it iD tho holy 
place, because it is thy due, nnd thy 
eons’ due, of the sacrifices of the 
Lord made by fire; for so I am com¬ 
manded. 

14 And the wave breast and heave 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean 
place; thou, and thy sons, and thy 
dnughters with thee; for they be thy 
due, and thy sons' doe, which are 
givcD out of the sacrifices of peace 
offerings of the children of Israel. 

15 The heave shoulder and the 
wave breast shall they bring with the 
offerings made by fire of the fat, to 
wave it for a wave offering before 
the Lord; and it shall be thine, and 
thy sons' with thee, by a statute for 
ever; as the Lord bath commanded. 

16 And Moses diligently sought 
the goat of the sin offering, and, be- 

*hold, it was burnt; and he was angry 
with Eleazar and Ithamar, the sons 
of Aaron which were left alive, say¬ 
ing, 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten the 
sin offering in the holy place, seeing 
it is most holy, and Goa hath given 
it yon to bear the iniquity of the 
congregation, to make atonement for 
them before the Lord ? 

18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
brought in within the holy place; 
ye should indeed have eaten it in the 
holy place, as I commanded. 

19 And Aaron said nnto Moses, Be¬ 
hold, this day have they offered their 
ein offering and their burnt offering 
before the Lord; and such things 
have befalleD me; and if I had 
eaten the sin offering to-day, should 
it have been accepted in the sight 
of tho Lord ? 

20 And when Moses heard that, be 
was oontent. 

CHAPTER XI. 

What may, and xchat may not be eaten. 
ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
and to Aaron, saying unto them, 

2 Bpeak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, These are the beasts whioh 
ye shall eat among all the beasts 
that are on the earth. 

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and 
is cloven-footed, and oheweth the 
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oud, among the beasts, that shall ye 
eat. 

4 Nevertheless, these shall ye not 
eat of them that chew the cud, or of 
them that divide the hoof; as the 
camel, becauso ho chewetb the cad, 
bat divideth not the hoof; ho is un¬ 
clean unto you. 

5 And the coney, because he chew- 
eth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; be is unolcan unto you. 

ft And the hare, because he ohew- 
otb the cud, but dividolh not the 
hoof; he iR unclean unto you. 

7 And the swine, though he divide 
the hoof, and be cloven-footed, yot 
he oheweth not the cud ; he is un¬ 
clean to you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, 
and their carcass shall ye not touch ; 
they are uuclean to you. 

9 These shall ye eat of all that 
are in the waters; whatsoever hath 
tins and scales in the waters, in the 
seas, and in the rivers, them shall 
ye eat. 

10 And all that have not finB and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, 
of all that inovo in the waters, and 
of any living thing which is in the 
waters, they shall be an abomination 
unto you ; 

11 They Bhall bo even an iborai- 
nation unto you; ye Bhall not eat of 
their flesh, but ho shall have their 
carcasses in ahomination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor 
scales in Iho waters, that shall be an 
abomination onto you. 

13 And these aro they which ye 
shall have in abomination among the 
Cowls; they shall not be eaten, they 
arc an abomination ; the eagle, and 
the ossifrage, and the ospray, 

H And the vulturo, and the kite 
after his kind; 

15 Every raven aflor bis kind ; 

10 And the owl, and tho night- 
hawk, and the onokoo, and tho hawk 
after his kind. 

17 And tho little owl, and the cor¬ 
morant, and the great owl, 

18 And tbo swan, and the pelioan, 
and tho gicr eagle, 

19 And the stork, tho heron after her 
kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

20 All fow 1 h that oroep, going upon 
ill four, shall be an abomination unto 

fOU. 
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21 Tot these may ye cat of every 
flying oreeping thing that gocth upon 
all four, which have legs above their 
feet, to leap withal upon the earth; 

22 Even these of them ye may eat; 
the locust after his kind, and the 
hald locust after bis kind, and the 
heetle after his kind, and the grass¬ 
hopper after his kind. 

23 But all other flying creeping 
things, which have four feet, shall be 
an abomination unto you. 

24 And for those ye shatl be un¬ 
clean ; whosoever toucheth the car¬ 
cass of them shall be unolean nntil 
the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth anghl 
of the carcass of them shall wash 
his olothes, and be unclean until the 
even. 

26 The carcasses of every heast 
which divideth the hoof, and is not 
oloven-footed, nor ohoweth the oud, 
are unolean nnto you; every one 
that touoheth them shall be unolean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, among all manner of beasts 
that go on all four, those are un¬ 
clean unto you; whoso toucheth their 
carcass Bhall he unclean until the even. 

28 And he that heareth the carcass 
of them shall wash his clothes, and 
be unolean until the even; they are 
unolean nnto you. 

29 These also shall be unclean unto 
yon among the oreeping things that 
oroep upon the earth; the weasel, 
and the mouse, and the tortoise after 
his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chame¬ 
leon, and the lizard, and the sdaiI, 
and the mole. 

31 Those are unolean to yon among 
all that creep; whosoever doth touoh 
them, whon they be dead, shall be 
uncloan nntil the even. 

32 And npon whatsoever any of 
them, when they aro dead, doth fall, 
it shall be unolean; whether it be 
any vessel of wood, or raiment, or 
skin, or sack, whatsoever vessel it be, 
wherein any work is done, it mast 
be put into water, and it shall be 
unolean until the even; so it shall 
be oleansed. 

33 And every earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them f&lloth, whatsoever 
is in it shall be unolean; and ye 
shall break iL 
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34 Of all meat whiah may be eaten, 
that on which such water cometh 
shall bo unclean; and all drink that 
may bo drunk in every such vessel 
shall bo unclean. 

35 And everything whereupon any 
pari of their carcass falloth shall bo 
unclean; whether it be oven, or ranges 
for pots, they shall be broken down ; 
for they are unclean, and shall be 
unclean unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, 
shall be clean; but that which touch- 
eth their oaroass shall bo unclean. 

37 And if any part of their carcass 
fall upon any sowing seed which is 
to be sown, it shall be clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon 
the seed, and any part of their car¬ 
cass fall thereon, it shall be unclean 
unto you. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye 
may eat, die; he that touohelh the 
oarense thereof shall be unclean until 
the even. 

40 And be that eatclh of the car¬ 
cass of it shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even ; he also 
that bcareth the carcass of it shall 
wash his olothes, and be unclean un¬ 
til the even. 

41 And overy creeping thing that 
oreepoth upon the earth shall be an 
abomination ; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the bel¬ 
ly, and whatsoever goeln upon all 
four, or whatsoever hath more feet 
among all creeping things that oroep 
upon the earth, them ye shall not 
eat; for they are an abomination. 

43 Te shall not make yourselves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that oreepeth, neithor shall ye make 
yourselves unclean with them, that 
ye should be defiled theroby. 

44 For I am tbc Lord your God; 
ye shall therefore sanotify yourselves, 
and ye shall bo holy; for I am ho¬ 
ly ; neither shall yo defile yourselves 
with any manner of oreeping thing 
that oreepeth upon the earth. 

45 For I am the Lord that bring- 
eth you up out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God; ye shall therefore be 
holy, for I am holy. 

46 This is the law of the hoasts, 
and of the fowl, and of every living 
oreature that moveih in the WAters, 


and of every creature that oreepeth 
upon the earth ; 

47 To make a difference between 
the unclean and the clean, and be¬ 
tween the beast that may be eaten 
and the beast that may not be eaten. 

CHAPTER XII. 

The laws of purification. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children ol Israel, 
saying. If a woman have conceived 
seed, and borne a man child, then 
she shall be unclean seven days; 
according to the days of the separa¬ 
tion for her infirmity shall she be 
unclean. 

3 And in the eighth day, the man 
child shall be circumcised. 

4 And she shall then continue in 
the time of her pnrifying which shall 
be three and thirty days; she shall 
touch no hallowed thing, nor come 
into the sanatnary, until the days of 
her purifying be fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, then 
sbe shall be unclean two weeks, as in 
her separation; and she shall con¬ 
tinue in the time of her pnrifying 
threescore and Bix days. 

6 And when the days of her puri¬ 
fying are fulfilled, for a son, or for a 
daughter, she shall bring a lamb of 
the first year for a burnt offering, 
and a young pigeon, or a turtle dove, 
for a sin offering, nnto the door of 
the tahernacle of the congregation, 
unto the priest; 

7 Who shall offer it before the Lord, 
and make an atonement for her; and 
she shall be oleansed from the issue 
of her blood. This is the law for her 
that hath borne a male or a female. 

8 And if she be not able to bring a 
lamb, then she shall bring two turtles, 
or two young pigeons; the one for 
the burnt offering, and the other for 
a sin offering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for her, and she 
shall be clean. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

The laws and tokens of leprosy. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron, SAying, 

2 Whon a man shall have in the 
skin of his flesh a rising, a scab, or 
bright spot, and it be in the skin 
of his flesh like the plagne of leprosy; 
then ho shall be brought nnto Aaron 
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the priest, or unto one of bis eons the 
priests; 

3 And the priest shall look on the 
plague in the skin of the flesh ; and 
when the hair in the plague is turned 
white, and the plaguo in sight be 
deeper than the sain of his flesb, it is 
a plague of leprosy; and the priest 
shall look on him, and pronounce him 
unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in the 
skin of his flesh, and in eight bo not 
deeper than the skin, and the hair 
thereof be not turned whito; then 
the priest shall shut up him that hath 
the plague Seven days ; 

5 And the priosl shall look on him 
the seventh day ; and, behold, if tho 
plague in his sight be at a stay, and 
(he plague spread not in the skin; 
llion the priest shall shut him up 
t^evon days more; 

6 And the priest shall look on him 
again the sevonth day; and, bohold, 
if the plague bo somewhat dark, and 
the plague spread not in the skin, the 
priest shall pronounoe him cloan ; it 
ib but a scab; and ho shall wash his 
olothos, and be clean. 

7 But if the scab sproad much abroad 
in tho skin, after that ho hath been 
scon of the priest for his oleausing, 
ho shall be seen of the priest again ; 

8 And if the pricsL see that, behold, 
the scab sprendoth in the skin, then 
tbe priest shall pronounoo him un¬ 
clean ; it is a leprosy. 

9 When tho plague of leprosy is in 
a man, then he shall bo brought unto 
Ihepriost; 

10 And the priest shall seo him; 
and, bohold, it the rising bo white in 
the skin, and it have turned the hair 
white, and there bo quick raw flesh 
in the rising; 

11 It is an old leprosy in the skin 
of bis flesh, and the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him unolean, and shall not 
shut him up; for he is unclean. 

12 And if a leprosy hreak out abroad 
in the skin, and the leprosy oovor all 
tho skin of him that hath the plaguo 
from his head even to his foot, where¬ 
soever the priost looketh; 

13 Then the priost shall consider; 
and, bohold, if tho leprosy have oov- 
urod ail his flosh, ho shall pronounoe 
him clean that bulb the plaguo; it is 
all turned wblto; ho is clean. 
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14 Bnt when raw flesh appe&reth in 
him, he shall be unolean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounoe him to be an¬ 
dean ; for the raw flesh is unolean; 
it is a leprosy. 

10 Or if the raw flosh tarn again, 
and be changed unto white, he shall 
oome unto the priest; 

17 And the priest shall see him; 
and, behold, if the plagne be turned 
into white ; then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him clean that hath the 
plague; ho is olean. 

18 The flesh also, in which, even in 
the skin thoreof, was a boil, and is 
heated, 

19 And in tho place of the boil there 
be a white rising, or a bright spot, 
white, and somewhat reddish, and it 
be showed to the priest; 

20 And if, when tho priest seeth it, 
behold, it be in Bight lower than tho 
skin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white ; the priest shall pronounob him 
unclean; it is a plague of leprosy 
broken out of tbe boil. 

21 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hairB there¬ 
in, and if it he not lower than the 
skin, but bo somewhat dark; then the 
priest shall shut him np seven days ; 

22 And if it spread much abroad in 
the skin, then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him unolean ; it is a plagne. 

23 But if the bright spot stay in 
his plnoo, and sproad not, it is a 
burning boil; and the priest shall 
pronounce him olean. 

24 Or if there be any flesh, in the 
skin whereof there is a hot burning, 
and the quiok flesh that bnmeth have 
a while bright spot, somewhat rod- 
dish, or white ; 

25 Then the priest Bhall look apon 
it; and, behold, if the hair in the 
bright spot be turned whito, and it be 
in sight deeper than the skin; it is a 
leprosy broken oat of the burning; 
wherefore the priest shall pronounoe 
him unolean ; it is the plague of 
leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hair in the 
bright spot, and it bo no lower than 
the other skin, but be somewhat dark ; 
then the priost shall shut him np 
soYon days; 

27 And the priest shall look upon 
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him the seventh day; and if it be 
spread maoh abroad in the Bkin, then 
tne priest nhall pronounce him un¬ 
clean ; it is the plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in 
his place, and spread not in the skin, 
bnt it be somewhat dark ; it is a rising 
of the burning, and the priest shall 
pronounce him clean; for it is an 
inflammation of the burning. 

29 If a man or woman have a 
plague upon the head or the beard ; 

30 Then the priest shall see the 
plague; and, behold, if it bo in sight 
deeper than the skin, and there be in 
it a yellow thin hair; then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean; it is a 
dry eoall, even a leprosy upon the 
head or beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the 
plague of the scall, and, behold, it be 
not in sight deeper than the skin, 
and that there is no black hair in it; 
then the priest shall shut up him 
that <bath the plague of the scall 
seven days; 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the plague ; and, behold, 
if the scall spread not, and there be 
in it no yellow hair, and the scall be 
not in sight deeper than the skin ; 

33 He shall be shaven, bat the scall 
shall he not shave; and the priest 
shall shut np him that hath the scall 
seven days more; 

34 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the Beall; and, behold, 
if the scall bo not spread in the skin, 
nor be in Bight deeper ttmn the skin; 
then the priest shall pronounce him 
olean; and he shall wash his clothes, 
and be olean. 

35 But if the soaD spread much in 
the skin after his cleansing; 

36 Then the priest shall look on 
him; and, behold, if the scall be 
spread in the skin, tho priest shall 
not seek for yellow hair; he is un¬ 
clean. 

37 But if the scall be in his eight 
at a stay, and that there is black hair 
grown up therein ; the seall is bealed, 
he is clean; and the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him clean. 

38 If a man also or a woman havo 
in the skin of (heir flesh bright spots, 
even white bright spots; 

39 Then the priest shall look; and, 
behold, if the bright spots in the skin 


of their flesh bo darkish while, it is a 
freckled spot that groweth in the 
skin ; he is clean. 

40 And the man whose hair is fallen 
off his head, he is bald ; yet is he 
clean. 

41 And he that hath his hair fallen 
off from the part of his head toward 
his face, he is forehead bald; yet is 
he clean. 

42 And if there bo in the bald head, 
or bald forehead, a white reddish 
sore; it is a leprosy sprung up in hil 
bald head, or nis bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look upou 
it; and, behold, if the rising of the 
sore be white reddish in his bald 
head, or in his bald forehead, as the 
leprosy appeareth in the skin of the 
flesh; 

44 He is a leprous man, he is an¬ 
dean ; the priest shall pronounce him 
utterly unclean ; his plague is in his 
head. 

45 And the leper in whom the 
plague is, his clothes shall be rent, 
and his head bare, and he shall put a 
covering upon his upper lip, and 
shall cry, Unclean, unclean. 

46 All the days wherein the plague 
shall be in him he shall be defiled; 
he is unclean; he shall dwell alone; 
without the camp shall his habita¬ 
tion be. 

47 The garment also that the 
plague of leprosy is in, whether it be 
a woollen garment, or a linen gar¬ 
ment ; 

43 Whether it be in the warp, or 
woof, of linen, or of woollen; whether 
in a skin, or in any thing made of 
skin; 

49 And if the plague be greenish 
or reddish in the garment, or in the 
skin, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin; it is a 
ptaguo of leprosy, and shall be showed 
unto the priest; 

50 And the priest shall look npon 
the plague, And shut up it that hath 
the plague seven days; 

51 And he shall look on the plague 
on tho soventh day; if the plague be 
spread in the garment, either in the 
warp, or in the woof, or in a skin, or 
in any work that is made of skin; 
the plague is a fretting leprosy ; it is 
unclean. 

52 He shall therefore burn Ibat 
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garment, whethor warp or woof, in that one of the birds be killed In an 
woollen or in linen, or any thing of earthen vessel over running water. 


skin, wherein the plague is; for it is 
a fretling leprosy; it shall be burnt 
in the fire. 

53 And if the priest shall look, and, 
buhold, the plague bo uot spread in 
the garment, cither in the warp, or 
in the woof, or in any Ihing of skin; 

51 Then the priest shall command 
that they wash the thing wherein the 
plugue is, and he shall shut it up 
seven days moro; 

55 And the priest shall look on 
the plaguo, after that it is washed; 
and, behold, if Lhe plague have not 
changed his colour, and the plague 
bo not spread, it is unclean; thou 
shalt burn it in tho Ore; it is fret in¬ 
ward, whether it be bare within or 
without. 

56 And if the priest look, and, bo- 
hold, tho plague bo somewhat dark 
after tho washing cf it; then he shall 
rend it out of the garment, or out of 
the skin, or out of the warp, or out 
of tho woof; 

57 Aud if it appear still in the 
garment, either in the warp, or in 
tho woof, or in any thing of skin; it 
is aspreading plague; thou shalt burn 
that wherein Inc plaguo is with fire. 

59 And the garment, oither warp, 
or woof, or whatsoever thing of skin 
it be, which thou shalt wash, if the 
plaguo be departed from them, then 
it shall be washed the second time, 
and shall bo clean. 

59 This is the law of tho plague of 
leprosy in a garment of woollen or 
linen, oithor in tho warp, or woof, or 
any thing of skins, Lo pronounce it 
clean, or to pronounco it unoloan. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

77k cleansing of leprosy. 

ND tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 This shall be the law of the leper 
in the day of his oleansing; He shall 
he brought unto tho priest; 

3 And tho priost snail go forth out 
of the camp; and the priest shall 
look, and, behold, if the plague of 
leprosy be honied in the leper; 

4 Then shall the priost command 
to take for him that is to bo oloansod 
two birds nlivo and clean, and codar 
wood, and scarlet, and hyssop; 

6 And tho priest shall command 


6 As for the living bird, he shall 
take it, and the cedar wood, and tho 
scarlet, and tho hyssop, and shall 
dip them and the living bird in the 
blood of the bird that was killed 
over the running water; 

7 And he shall sprinkle apon him 
that is to be cleansed from the leprosy 
seven times, and shall pronounce 
him clean, and shall let the living 
bird loose into tho open field. 

8 And ho that is to be cleansed 
shall wash his clothes, and shave off 
all his hair, and wash himsolf in wa¬ 
ter, that he may be clean; and after 
that ho shall come into the camp, 
and shall tarry abroad out of his tent 
seven days. 

9 But it shall be on the seventh 
day, that he shall shave all his hair 
off his head and hie beard and his 
eyebrows, even all his hair he shall 
shave off; and he shall wash his 
clothes, also ho shall wash his flesh 
in water, and he 9hall be dean. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall 
tako two he lambs without blemish, 
and one ewe lamb of the first year 
without blemish, and three tenth 
deals of fine flour for a meat offering, 
mingled with oil, and one log of oil; 

11 And the priest that makoth him 
clean shall present the man that is to 
bo made clean, and those things, be- 
foro the Lord, at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

12 And the priost shall take one 
he lamb, and offer him for a trespass 
offering, and the log of oil, and wave 
them for a wave offering before the 
Lord; 

13 And he shall slay the lamb in 
tho plaoo where he shall kill the sin 
offering and the burnt offering, in the 
holy place; for as the sin offering is 
the priost’s, so is the trespass offering; 
it is most holy; 

14 And the priest shall take some 
of the blood of the trespass offering, 
and the priest shall put it Qpon the 
tip of tho right ear of him that is to 
be cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot- 

15 And tho priest shall take some 
of the log of oil, and pour It into the 
palm of his own left hand; 
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16 And the priest shall dip hie 
right finger in the oil that is in hiB 
left hand, and shall sprinkle of the 
oil with hiB finger Beven limes before 
the Lord; 

17 And of the rest of the oil that 
is in bis hand shall tho priest put 
upon the tip of the right ear of him 
that is to be cleansed, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
tbe great toe of hiB right foot, upon 
the blood of the trespass offering; 

18 And the remnant of the oil that 
is in the priest’s hand be shall pour 
npon tbe head of him that is to be 
cleansed; and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him before the 
Lord. 

10 And the priest shall offer tbe 
sin offering, and make an atonement 
for him that is to be cleansed from 
his uncleanness; and afterward he 
shall kill the burnt offering ; 

20 And the priest shall offer the 
burnt offering and tbe meal offering 
npon tho attar; and the priest shall 
mako an atonement for him, and he 
shall be clean. 

21 And if he be poor, and cannot 
get so much ; then he shall take one 
lamb for a trespass offering to be 
waved, to make an atonement for 
him, and one tenth deal of fino flour 
mingled with oil for a meat offering, 
and a log of oil; 

22 And two turtlo doves, or two 
young pigeons, such as he is able to 
get; and the one shall be a sin offer¬ 
ing, and the other a burnt offering. 

23 And he shall bring them on the 
eighth day for his cleansing unto 
the priest, unto the door of the tabor- 
nacle of the congregation, beforo the 
Lord. 

24 And the priest shall take the 
lamb of the trespass offering, and 
the log of oil, and the priest shall 
wave them for a wave offering before 
the Lord; 

25 And he shall kill the lamb of tho 
trespass offering, and the priest shall 
take some of the blood of the trespass 
offering, and put it upon tho tip of 
the right car of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon tho thumb of his 
right band, and upon tho great too 
of his right foot. 

26 And the priest shall pour of the 
oil into the palm of his own left hand ; 


27 And the priest shall sprinkle 
with his right finger some of the oil 
that is in his left hand seven times 
before the Lord: 

28 And the priest shall put of the 
oil that is in nis hand upon the tip 
of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of bis 
right hand, and upon the great toe 
of his right foot, upon tho place of 
the blood of the trespass offering; 

29 And the rest of the oil that is 
in the priest's band he shall put npon 
the head of him that is to be cleansed, 
to make an atonement for him before 
the Lord. 

30 And he shall offer the one of 
tbe turtle doves, or of the yonng pi¬ 
geons, such as he can get; 

31 Even sneb as he is able to get, 
the ono for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering, with the 
meat offering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him that is 
to be cleansed before the Lord. 

32 This is the law of him in whom 
is the plague of leprosy, whose hand 
is not able to get that which pertain- 
eth to his cleansing. 

33 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and nnto Aaron, saying, 

34 When ye be come into the land 
of Canaan, which I give to you for a 
possession, and I pat the plague of 
leprosy in a house of the land of 
yonr possession; 

35 And he that owneth the house 
shall come and toll the priest, saying. 
It scemeth to me there is as it were 
a plague in the house; 

36 Then the priest shall command 
that they empty the house, before the 
priest go into it to see the plague, 
that all that is in the house be not 
made unclean; and afterward the 
priest shall go in to see the house ; 

37 And be shall look on the plague, 
and, behold, if the plague be in the 
walls of the house with hollow 
streaks, greenish or reddish, whioh 
in Bight are lower than the wall; 

38 Then tho priest shall go ont of 
the house to the door of the house, 
and shut up the house seven days; 

39 And the priest shall come again 
tho soveuth day, and shall look; and, 
behold, if the plague be spread in 
the walls of the house; 

■JO Then the priest shall command 



CHAPTER XV. 


that they take away the Btones in 
which the plague is, and they shall 
oast theiu into an unoloan place with¬ 
out the city ; 

41 And ho Bhall causo tho house to 
bo scraped within round about, and 
they Eball pour out the duet that they 
scrape off without the city into an 
□□dean place; 

42 And they shall take other stones, 
and put thorn iu the place of those 
stones; and he shall take other mor¬ 
tar, and shall plaster tho house. 

43 And if the plague come agaiD, 
and break oni in the bouse, after that 
he hath taken away the stonos, and 
aftor he hath scraped tho houso, and 
after it is plastered; 

44 Then tho priest shall come and 
look, and, behold, if the plague be 
spread in the houso, it is a frotting 
leprosy in the houso; it is unclean. 

46 And ho shall break down the 
houso, the stones of it, and the tim- 
bor thereof, and all tho mortar of 
the houso; and be shall carry them 
forth out of the city into an unolean 
placo. 

40 Moreover, he that gooth into the 
houso all the while that it is shut up 
shall be unolean until the even. 

47 And he that lieth in the houso 
shall wash his clothes; and he that 
eatelh in the house shall wash his 
ololhes. 

48 And if tho priest shnll come in, 
and look upon it, and, behold, the 
plague hath not spread in the house, 
after the houBO waB plastered; then 
the priost shall pronounco tho house 
clean, hooause the plague is healed. 

46 And he shall tako to cleanso the 
houso two birds, and oedar wood, and 
scarlet, and hyssop ; 

60 And he shall kill the one of the 
birds in an oarthon vessel over run¬ 
ning water; 

51 And he shall tako the oedar 
wood, and the hyssop, and the scarlet, 
and the living bird, and dip thorn in 
tho blood of the slain bird, and in the 
running water, and sprinkle tho house 
seven times; 

62 And ho shall cleanse the houso 
with the blood of the bird, and with 
the running water, and with tho 
living bird, and with the oedar wood, 
and with the hyssop, and with the 
soarlet j 
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63 But he shall let go the living 
bird out of the oily into the open 
fields, and make an atonement for 
the house; and it shall he clean. 

54 This is the law for all mannei 
of plague of leprosy, and seal], 

55 And for the leprosy of a gar 
inent, and of a bouse, 

66 And for a rising, and for a scab, 
and for a bright spot; 

67 To teach when it is unclean, and 
when it is clean; this is the law of 
leprosy. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Undean issue% —77i< cleansing of them. 
ND tho Lord spake unto Mobo» 
and to Aaron, Baying, 

2 Speak unto tho children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When any man 
hath a running issue out of his flesh, 
because of his issue ho is unclean. 

3 And this shall be his uncleanness 
in his issue; whether his flesh run 
with his issue, or his flesh bo stopped 
from his issue, it is his uncleanness. 

4 Every bod, whereon he lieth that 
hath the issuo, is unclean ; and every¬ 
thing, whereon he sittoth, shall be 
unclean. 

5 And whosoever toucheth his bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unolean 
until the oven. 

0 And he that sittoth on anything 
whereon he sat that hath the issue 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself iu wator, and be unclean 
until the ovon. 

7 And ho that toucheth the flesh of 
him that hath tho issue shall wash 
his olothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unolean until the even. 

8 And if ho that bath the issue 
spit upon him that is clean ; thon be 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unolean un¬ 
til the even. 

6 And what saddle soever he rideth 
upon that hath (ho issue shall be un¬ 
clean. 

10 And whosoever toucheth any 
IhiDg that was under him shall be 
unolean until the even; and he that 
bcaroth any of those things shall 
wash his olothes, and hathe himself 
in wator, and be unulean until the 
even. 

11 And whomsoever he touoheth 
that hath the Issue, and hath not 
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rinBed hia bands in water, he shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
in water, and be unolean nnlil the 
even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, that he 
touchelh which hath the issue, shall 
bo broken ; and every vessel of wood 
sball be riDsed in water. 

13 And when ho that hath an issue 
is cleansed o r his issue, then ho shall 
□ umber to himself seven days for hia 
cleansing, and wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in running water, and 
shall be clean. 

14 And on the eighth day he shall 
lake to him two turtle doves, or two 
young pigeons, and come before the 
Lord unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and give them 
unto tho priest; 

15 And the priest shall offer them, 
the one for a ein offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering; and the 

riest shall make an atonement for 

im before the Lord for his issue. 

10 And if any man’s seed of copu¬ 
lation go out of him, theD he shall 
wash all his flesh in water, and be 
unclean until the even. 

17 And every garment, and every 
skin, whereon is the seed of copula¬ 
tion, shall be washed witb water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

18 Tho woman also with whom man 
shall lie with seed of copulation, they 
shall both bathe themselves in water, 
and bo unclean until tho even. 

19 And if a woman hAvo an issue, 
and her issue in her flesh be blood, 
she shall be put apart seven days; 
and whosoever touoneth her shall be 
unclean until the even. 

20 And every thing that she lieth 
upon in hor separation shall be un¬ 
clean ; every thing also that she sit- 
teth upon shall be unclean. 

21 And whosoever touoheth her bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe him- 
self in water, and bo unclean until tho 
even. 

22 And whosoever touoheth any 
thing that she snt upon shad wash 
his olothos, and bathe himself in 
water, and bo unclean until Ibo even. 

23 And if it be on her bed, or on 
any thing whereon sbo sitteth, wben 
he toucheth it, he shall be unolean 
antil the even 

24 And if any nan lie with her at 


all, and her flowers be apon him, ht 
shall be andean seven days; and all 
the bed whereon he lieth shall be un¬ 
clean. 

25 And if a woman have an issue 
of her blood many daj9 out of the 
time of her separation, or if it run 
beyond the time of her separation; 
all the days of the issue of her un- 
clcanness shall bo as the days of her 
separation ; she shall be unclean. 

20 Every bed whereon she lieth all 
the days of her issue shall be unto 
her as the bed of her separation; and 
whatsoever she sitteth upon shall be 
unclean, as the unclcanno9s of her 
separation. 

2/ And whosoever toucheth those 
things shall be unclean, and shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
in water, and be unclean until the 
even. 

28 But if she be cleansed of her 
issue, then she shall number to her¬ 
self seven days, and after that she 
shall be clean. 

29 And on tho eighth day she shall 
take unto her two turtles, or two 
young pigeons, and bring them unto 
the priest, to the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation. 

30 And tho priest Bhall offer the 
one for a sin offering, and tho other 
for a burnt offering ; and tho priest 
shall make an atonement for her be¬ 
fore the Lord for the issue of her un- 
clcanness. 

31 Thus shall ye separate the chil¬ 
dren of Israel from their unclean- 
ness; that they die not in their un- 
cleanuess, when they defile my taber¬ 
nacle thAt is among them. 

32 This is the Iaw of him that hath 
an issue, and of him whose seed goeth 
from him, and is defiled therewith; 

33 And of bor that is sick of her 
flowers, and of hiui that hath an issue, 
of the man, and of the woman, and 
of him that lieth with her that is un¬ 
clean. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

How the h iffh priest must enter into V\e hoif 

plan — The tea peg oat — The yearly feast qf 

the expiations. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
aftor the death of the two sons 
of Aaron, when they offered before 
the Lord, and died ; 

2 And the Lord said unto Motes, 
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Speak untu Aaron Lhy brother, that 
he eumo not at oil times into the holy 
place within the veil beforo the mercy 
seat, which is upon the ark; that ho 
die not; for I will appear in the cloud 
upoD the mercy scat. 

3 Thus shall Aaron ooino into the 
holy place ; with a young bulloek for 
a sin offering, and a raru for a burnt 
offering. 

4 lie shall put on the holy linen 
coat, and be shall have the linen 
breeches upon his flesh, and shall be 
girded with a linen girdle, and with 
the linen mitre shall ho bo attired; 
these are holy garments; thereforo 
shall he wash his flesh in water, and 
so put them on. 

5 And he shall take of the congre¬ 
gation of Lho children of Israel two 
kids of the goals for a sin offering, 
and one rnm for a burnt offering. 

6 And Aaron shall offer his bullock 
of the sin offering, which is for him¬ 
self, and make an atonement for him¬ 
self, and for his house. 

7 And he shall tako the two goals, 
and present them beforo the Lord at 
the door of tho tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation. 

8 And Aaron shall cast lots upon 
tho two goats; one lot for the Lord, 
and tho other lot for the soapegoat. 

9 And Aaron shall bring tho goat 
upon which the Lord's lot fell, and 
offer him for a sin offering. 

10 But the goat, on which tho lot 
foil to ho tho scapegoat, shall be pro- 
Bonted alive before the Lord, to make 
an atonement with him, and to lot 
him go for a scapegoat into the wil¬ 
derness. 

11 And Aaron shall bring the bul¬ 
lock of the sin offering, which is for 
himself, and shall mnko an atonement 
for himself, and for his bouse, and 
■hall kill tho bullook of tho sin offer¬ 
ing which is for hiiusolf; 

12 And bo shall take a censer full 
of burning coals of fire from off tho 
altar before the Lord, and his hands 
full of sweet incenso beaten small, 
and bring it within the veil; 

13 And he shall put lho incense upon 
tho fire before (ho Lord, that the oloud 
of tho inccnso may cover tho mercy 
scat that is upon tho loBtimony, that 
ho dio not; 

14 And he shall take of the blood 
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of the bullook, and sprinklo it with 
his finger npon the mercy seat east¬ 
ward; and beforo tbo mercy seat shall 
he sprinkleof the blood with his finger 
seven times. 

15 Then shall he kill the goat of the 
sin offering, that is for the people, and 
bring hie blood within the veil, and do 
with that blood as he did with the 
blood of tho hullock, and sprinkle it 
upon the mcroy scat, and before the 
mercy seal; 

16 And he shall make an atonement 
for the holy place, because of the un- 
etcouness of the children of Israel, 
and because of their transgressions 
in all their 9ins; and bo shall he do 
for the tabernaole of the congregation, 
that remaineth among them in the 
midst of their uncleanness. 

17 And there shall be no man in the 
tabernacle of the congregation when 
ho gocth in to make an atonement in 
the holy placo, until he oome out, and 
have made an atonement for himself, 
and for his household, and for all the 
congregation of Israel. 

18 And he shall go out unto the 
altar that is before the Lord, and 
rnuke an atonement for it; and shall 
take of tho blood of the bullook, and 
of the blood of the goat, and pul it 
upon the horns of the altar round 
about. 

19 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
upon it with his finger soven times, 
and oleanse it, and hallow it from 
the unclcanness of the children of 
Israel. 

20 And when he hath made an ond 
of reconciling tho holy place, and 
the tabernaelo of the congregation, 
and tho altar, he shall bring the live 
goat; 

21 And Aaron shall lay both his 
hauds upon the head of the live goat, 
and confess over him all the iniqui¬ 
ties of the children of Israel, and all 
their transgressions in all their sins, 
putting thorn upon the head of the 
goat, and shall sond him away hy the 
hand of a fit man into the wilderness ; 

22 And tho goat shall hoar upon 
him all their iniquities unto a land 
not inhabited; and he shall let go 
the goat in tho wilderness. 

23 And Aaron shall oome into the 
tahernaole of the congregation, and 
shall put off the linen garments, 
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which he put on when he went into 
the holy place, and shall leave them 
there ; 

24 And he shall wash his flesh with 
water in the holy place, and put on 
hiB garments, and come forth, and 
olfer his burnt offering, and the burnt 
offering of the people, and make an 
atonement for himself, and for the 
people. 

25 And the fat of the sin offering 
shall he burn upon the altar. 

2d And he that let go the goat for 
the scapegoat shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe his flesh in water, and af¬ 
terward come into the camp. 

27 And the bullock for the 6in offer¬ 
ing, and the goat for the sin offering, 
whose blood was brought in to make 
atonement in the holy place, shall 
one carry forth without the camp ; 
and they shall burn in the fire their 
skins, and their flesh, And their dung, 

28 And he that burneth them shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh 
in wator, and afterward he shall come 
into the camp. 

29 And this shall be a statute for 
ever unto you; that in the seventh 
month, on the tenth day of the 
month, ye shall afflict your souls, and 
do no work at all, whether it be one 
of your own country, or a stranger 
that sojourneth among you; 

30 For on that day shall the priest 
make an atonement for you. to cleanse 
you, that ye may be clean from all 
your sins before the Lord, 

31 It shall be a sabbath of rest unto 
you, and ye shall afflict your souls, 
by a statute for ever. 

32 And the priest, whom he shall 
anoint, and whom ho shall conseorate 
to minister in the priest's office in his 
father’s stead, shall make the atone¬ 
ment, and shall put on tho linen 
olothes, even tho holy garments; 

33 And he shall make an atone¬ 
ment for the holy sanctuary, and bo 
shall make an atonement for the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
for the altar; and ho shall make an 
atonement for tho priests, and for all 
the people of the congregation. 

34 And this shall bo an everlasting 
statute unto you, to umko nn atone¬ 
ment for tho children of Israel for all 
their Bins onco a year. And ho did 
as tho Lord commanded Mores. 


CHAPTER XVFL 

The. manner of offervnff — Whal may not bi 
eaten. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron, aud unto hi> 
sous, and unto all the children of 
Israel, and say unto them; This is 
the thing which the Lord hath com¬ 
manded, saying, 

3 What man soever there be of the 
house of Israel, that killeth an ox, or 
lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that 
killeth it out of the camp, 

4 And bringeth it not into the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
to offer an offering nnto the Lord be¬ 
fore tbe tabernacle of the Lord ; blood 
shall be imputed unto that man ; he 
hath 6hed blood; and that man shall 
be cut off from among his people ; 

5 .To the end that the children of 
Israel may bring their sacrifices, 
which they offer iu the open field 
even that they may bring them unto 
the Lord, unto the door of the taberna¬ 
cle of the congregation, nnto the 
priest, and offer them for peace offer¬ 
ings unto the Lord. 

6 And the priest shall sprinkle the 
blood upon the altar of the Lord at 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and burn the fat for a 
sweot savour nnto the Lord. 

7 And they shall no more offer their 
sacrifices unto devils, after whom 
they have gone a whoring. This 
shall be a statute for ever unto them 
throughout their generations. 

8 And tbou shnlt say unto them, 
Whatsoever man there be of tbe house 
of Israel, or of the strangers whioh 
sojourn among you, that offereth a 
burnt offering or sacrifice, 

9 And bringeth it not unto the door 
of I he tabernaole of the oougregatioo, 
to offer it unto tho Lord; even that 
man shall be out off from among his 
♦people. 

10 And whatsoever man there be of 
tbe house of Israel, or of the stran¬ 
gers that sojourn among yon, that 
ealcth auy manner of blood; I will 
even sot my face against that soul 
that oateth blood, and will cut him 
off from among his people. 

11 For the life of the flesh is in the 
blood; and I have given it to you 
upon the altar to make an atonement 
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for your souls ; for it is the blood that 
untkclh an atonement for the hodI. 

12 Therefore I said unto tho ohil- 
dren of Israel, No soul of you Bhall 
eat blood, neither shall any stranger 
that sojourneth among you eat blood. 

13 And whatsoever man there be 
of the ohildren of Israel, or of the 
strangors that sojourn among you, 
whioh buntetb and catoheth any 
beaBt or fowl that may bo eaten; 
he shall even pour out the blood 
thereof, and cover it with dust. 

14 For it is the life of all flesh; the 
blood of it iB for tho life thereof; 
therefore I said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shall eat the blood of no 
manner of flesh ; for the life of all 
flesh is the blood thereof; whosoever 
eatoth it shall be cut off. 

15 Anti every soul that eateth that 
whiob died of itsolf, or that whioh 
was lorn with boasts, whether it be 
one of your own country, or a stran¬ 
ger, he shall both wash his clothes, 
anti batho himself in water, and be 
unclean until tho even ; then shall he 
be clean. 

10 Rut if he wash them not, nor 
bathe his flesh ; then he shall bear 
his iniquity. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

Unlawful marriage* — Unlawful luitt. 
ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the ohildren of Israel, 
and say auto them, I am the Lord 
your God, 

3 Aftor tho doings of the land of 
Egypt, wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not 
do ; and after the doings of tho land 
of Canaan, whither I bring yon, shall 
ye not do; neither shall ye walk in 
their ordinanoes. 

4 Ye shall do my judgments, and 
keep mino ordinances, to walk there¬ 
in ; I am tho Lord your God. 

5 Ye shall therefore keep my stat¬ 
utes, and my judgments; whioh if 
a man do, he shall live in them; I 
am the Lord. 

6 None of you shall approach to 
any that is near of kin to him, to 
anoovor thoir nakedness; I am the 
Lord. 

7 Tho nakednoss of thy father, or 
tho oakoduess of thy mothor, elialt 
thou not onoover; she is ihy mother; 
thou shall not uncover her nakedness. 
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8 The nakedness of thy father's 
wifo shalt thou not uncovor; it is thy 
father’s nakeduess. 

9 Tho nakedness of thy sistor, the 
daughter of thy father, or daughter 
of thy mothor, whothcr she be born 
at homo, or bom abroad, even their 
nakedness thou shalt not uncover. 

10 The nakedness of thy eon's 
daughter, or of thy daughter’s daugh¬ 
ter, even thoir nakedness thou shalt 
not uncover; for theirs is thine own 
nakedness. 

11 Tho nakedness of thy father's 
wife's daughter, begotten of thy fa¬ 
ther, sho is thy sistor, thou shalt not 
uncover her nakedness. 

12 Thou shalt not uncover the na¬ 
kednoss of thy father’s sister; she is 
thy father's near kinswoman. 

13 Thou shalt not ucaover the na¬ 
kedness of thy mother’s sister; for 
she is thy mother’s near kinswoman. 

14 Thou shalt not uncover the na¬ 
kedness of thy father’s brother, thoa 
shalt not approach to his wifo ; she is 
thine aunt. 

15 Thou shalt not uncover the na¬ 
kedness of thy daughter-in-law; she 
is thy son’s wife ; thou shalt not un¬ 
cover her nakodness. 

16 Thou shalt not uncover the na¬ 
kedness of thy brother’s wife; it is 
thy brother's nakodnoss. 

17 Thou shalt not unoover the na¬ 
kednoss of a woman and hor daugh¬ 
ter, neither shalt thou take her son's 
daughter, or her daughter's daughter, 
to unoover her nakedness; for they 
are her near kinswomen ; it is wicked¬ 
ness. 

18 Neither shall thou take a wife 
to her sistor, to vex her, to unoover 
her nakodnoss, besidos the other in 
hor life-timo. 

19 Also thou shalt not approaoh 
unto a womnn to unoover her naked¬ 
ness, as long as she is put apart for 
her uncloanncss. 

20 Moreover thou shalt not lie car¬ 
nally with thy neighbour's wife, to 
doGlo thyself with her. 

21 And thou shalt not let any of 
thy seod pass through the fire to 
Molooh, neithor shalt thou profane 
the name of thy God ; I am the Lord. 

22 Thou shalt not lie with man¬ 
kind, as with womankind ; it Is abo¬ 
mination. 
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23 Neither shalt thou lie with any 
beaet to defile thyself therewith ; nei¬ 
ther shall any woman stand before a 
beast to lie down thereto; it is confu¬ 
sion. 

24 Defilo not ye yourselves in any 
of these things : for in all these the 
nation? arc defiled whioh I cast out 
before you ; 

25 And the land is defiled: there¬ 
fore I do visit the iniquity thereof 
upon it, and the land itself vomiteth 
out her inhabitants. 

26 Te shall therefore keep my stat¬ 
utes and my judgments, and shall 
not commit any of these abomina¬ 
tions; neither any of your own na¬ 
tion, nor any stranger that sojourneth 
among you; 

27 (For all theso abominations have 
the men of the land done, which were 
before you, and the land is defiled;) 

28 That the land spew not you out 
also, when ye defile it, as it spewed 
out the nations that were before you. 

29 For whosoever Bhall commit any 
of these abominations, even the souls 
that commit them shall he cut off 
from among their peoplo. 

30 Therefore shall ye keep mine or¬ 
dinance. that ye commit not ahy one 
of these abominable customs, which 
were committed before yoa, and that 
ye defile not youreelvea therein ; I am 
the Lord your God. 

CHAPTER XIX 
A repetition of nmdry laws. 

ND the Lord spake nnto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto all the congregation 
of the children of Israel, and say 
nnto them, Ye shall be holy; for I 
the Lord your God am holy. 

3 Ye shall fear every man his mo¬ 
ther, and his father, and keep my 
sabbaths; I am the Lord yoar God. 

4 Turn ye not nnto idols, nor make 
to yourselves molten gods; I am the 
Lord your God. 

5 And if ye offer a sacrifioe of peace 
offerings unto the Lord, ye shall offer 
it at your own will. 

0 It shall bo eaten the same day ye 
offer it, and on the morrow; and if 
aught remain until the third day, it 
shall be burnt in the fire. 

7 And if it bo eaten at all on the 
third day, it is abominable; it sh&l 1 
not be aceeplod. 


8 Therefore every one that eateth it 
shall bear his iniqoity, because he 
hath profaned the hallowed thing of 
the Lord; and that soul shall be out 
off from among his people. 

9 And when ye reap the harvest of 
your land, thou shalt not wholly 
reap the corners of tby field, neither 
shalt thou gather the gleanings of 
thy harvest. 

10 And thou shalt not glean thy 
vineyard, neither shalt thou gather 
every grape of thy vineyard: thou 
shalt leave them for the poor and 
stranger; I am the Lord yoar God. 

11 Ye shall not steal, neither deal 
falsely, neither lie one to another. 

12 And ye shall not swear by my 
name falsely, neither shalt thoa pro¬ 
fane the name of thy God ; I am the 
Lord. 

13 Thon shalt not defraud thy 
neighhonr, neither rob him; the 
wages of him that is hired shall 
not abide with thee all night nntil 
the morning. 

14 Thou Bhalt not curse the deaf, 
nor put a stumbling-block before the 
blind, but shall fear thy God: I am 
the Lord. 

15 Ye shall do no unrighteousness 
in judgment; thou shalt not reapeot 
the person of the poor, nor honour 
the person of the mighty; but in 
righteousness shalt thon judge thy 
neighbour. 

16 Thou shalt not go up and down 
as a talebearer among tby people ; 
neither shalt thon stand against the 
blood of thy neighbour; I am the 
Lord. 

17 Tbon shalt not hate thy brother 
in thine heart; thou shalt in any 
wise rebnke thy neighbour, and not 
sailer sin upon him. 

18 Thou snalt not avenge, nor bear 
any grudge against the children of 
thy people, but thon shatt love thy 
neighbour as thyself; I am the 
Lord. 

19 Ye shall keep my statutes. Thou 
shalt not let thy cattle gender with a 
diverse kind; thon shalt not sow thy 
field with mingled seed ; neither shall 
a garment mingled of linen and 
woollen come upon thee. 

20 And whosoever lictb carnally 
with a woman, that is a bond-maid, 
betrothed to a husband, and not at 
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all redeemed, nor freodom given her; 
she shall be scourged; they shall not 
be nut to doath, because she wab not 
free. 

21 And he shall bring tils trespass 
offering unto the Lord, unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
eveu a ram for a trespass offoring. 

22 And tho priest shall make an 
atonement for him with the ram of 
the trespass offoring before the Lord 
for his ein which he hath done; and 
the Bin which ho hath dono shall be 
forgiven him. 

23 And when yc shall come into the 
land, and shall have planted all man¬ 
ner of trees for food, then ye shall 
count the fruit thereof ns uneirenm- 
cised; three years shall it be as uncir- 
cuniciscd unto you ; it shall not be 
eaten of. 

2-1 But in the fourth year all the 
fruit thereof shall be holy to praise 
the Lord withal. 

25 And in the fifth year shall ye 
eat of the fruit (hereof, that it may 
yield unto you the increase therof; I 
am the Lord your God. 

26 Ye shall not eat any thing with 
tho blood; ncilhor shall ye uso 
enchantment, nor observe times. 

27 Ye shall not round the corners 
of your heads, neither shalt thou mar 
the cornors of thy beard. 

28 Yc shall not mAko any outtings 
in your flesh for tho dead, nor print 
any marks upon you; I am the Lord. 

2ff Do not prostitute thy daughter, 
to cause her to be a whore; lost the 
land fall to whoredom, and the land 
become full of wiokedneBH. 

30 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and 
reverence my eanoluary; I am the 
Lord. 

31 Regird not them that have 
familiar spirits, neither seek after 
wizards, to be dofiled by them ; I am 
the Lord your God. 

32 Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary bend, and honour tho face of 
the old man, and fear thy God ; I am 
the Lord. 

33 And if a stranger sojourn with 
thee in your land, ye shall not vez 
him. 

34 But tho stranger that dwelloth 
with you shall be unto you ns one 
born among you, and thou Bhalt love 
him as thyself; for ye wore strangers 
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In the land of Egypt ; I am the Lord 
your God. 

35 Ye shall do no unrighteousness 
in judgment, in meteyord, in weight, 
or in mcaaure. 

36 Just balances, just weights, ■ 
just ephah, and a just hin, shatl ye 
have; I am the Lord your God, 
which brought you out of the land of 
Egypt- 

37 Therefore shall ye observe all 
my statutes, and all my judgments, 
and do them ; I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Of Molech—Of vn turds—Of sanctyficaticm — 

Of him that cterseih hu parents—Of adxtlr 

Lcry — Of incest — Of sodomy — Of bestiality 

— Of uncle an ness—Obedience is reqtnrea, 
ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Again, thou shalt say to the 
children of Israel, Whosoever he be 
of the children of Israel, or of the 
strangers that sojourn in Israel, that 
giveth any of his seed onto Molech ; 
ho shall Burely he put to death; the 
people of the land shall stone him 
with stones. 

3 And I will set my face ngainBt 
that man, and will cut him off from 
among his people; because he hath 
given of his seed unto Molech, to 
defile my sanctuary, and to profane 
my holy name. 

4 And if tho people of the land do 
any ways hide their eyes from the 
man, when he giveth of his seed unto 
Molech, and kill him not; 

5 Thon I will set my face Against 
that man, and against his family, and 
will cut him off, and all that go a 
whoring after him, to oommit whore¬ 
dom with Molech, from among their 
people. 

9 And the soul that tumeth after 
such as have familiar spirits, and 
after wizards, to go a whoring after 
them, I will even set my face against 
that soul, and will out him off from 
among his people. 

7 Sanctify yourselves therefore, and 
be ye holy; for I am the Lord yonr 
God. 

8 And ye shall koen my statutes, 
and do them; I am tne Lord which 
snnotify you. 

0 For every one that cureeth his 
father or his mother shall be surely 
put to death; he hath cursed hit 
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father or his mother; bin blood shall 
be upon him. 

10 And the man that committeth 
adultery with another man's wife, 
even he that committeth adultery 
with his neighbour’s wife, the adult¬ 
erer and the adulteress shall surely 
be put to death. 

11 And the man that lieth with his 
father's wife hath uncovered his 
father's nakedness; both of them 
shall surely be put to death; their 
blood shall be upon them. 

12 And if a man He with his daughter- 
in-law, both of them shall surely be 
put to death ; they have wrought con¬ 
fusion ; their hlood shall be upon 
them. 

13 If a man also lie with mankind, 
as he lieth with a woman, both of 
them have committed an abomina¬ 
tion ; they shall Burely be put to 
death; their blood shall bo upon 
them. 

14 And if a man take a wife and 
her mother, it is wickedness; they 
shall be burnt with fire, both he and 
they ; that there be no wickedness 
among yon. 

15 And if a man lie with a beast, he 
shall surely bo pnt to death; and ye 
Hindi slay tho beast. 

16 And if a woman approach unto 
any beast, and lie down thereto, thou 
6halt kill the woman and the beast; 
they shall surely bo put to death; 
their blood shall be npon them. 

17 And if a man shall take his 
sister, his father's daughter, or his 
mother's daughter, and see her 
nakedness, and sho see his naked¬ 
ness ; it is a wicked thing; and they 
shall bo cut ofi* in the sight of their 
people; ho hath uncovered his sister’s 
nakedness; he shall bear his iniquity. 

16 And if a man shall lie with a 
woman having her sickness, and shall 
uncover her nakedness; he hath dis¬ 
covered her fountain, and she hath 
uncovered the fountain of her blood ; 
and both of them shall be cut off from 
among their poople. 

19 And thou shalt not uncovor the 
nakedness of thy mothor s sister, nor 
of thy father’s sister; for he unoov- 
eroth his near kin; they shall bear 
their iniquity. 

20 And if a man shall lie with his 
unole’s wife, he hath uncovered his 


uncle’s nakedness; they shall bear 
their sin ; they shall die childless. 

21 And if a man shall take his 
brother’s wife, it 16 an unclean thing: 
he hath uncovered his brother's 
nakedness ; they shall be childless. 

22 Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and 
do them; that the land, whither I 
bring you to dwell therein, spew you 
not out. 

23 And ye shall not walk in the 
manners of the nation, which I cast 
out before yon; for they committed 
all these thing9, and therefore I 
abhorred them. 

24 Bnt I hare said unto yon, Ye 
shall inherit their land, and I will 
give it unto you to possess it, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey; I 
am the Lord your God, which have 
separated you from other people. 

25 Ye shall therefore pui difference 
between clean beasts and unclean, 
and between onclean fowls and clean ; 
and ye shall not make your souls 
abominable by beast, or by fowl, or 
by any manner of living thing that 
creepeth on the groimd, which I have 
separated from you as unclean. 

26 And ye shall be holy unto me; 
for I the Lord am holy, and have 
severed you from other people, that 
ye should be mine. 

27 A man also or woman that hath 
a familiar spirit, or that is a witard, 
shall surely be put to death; they 
shall stone them with stones; their 
blood shall be upon them. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

PriuUy qualifications. 

ND the Lord said unto Moses, 
Speak onto the priests the sons 
of Aaron, and say unto them, There 
shall none be defiled with the dead 
among his people; 

2 But for his kin, that is near unto 
him, that is, for his mother, and for 
his father, and for his eon, and for 
his daughter, and for his brother, 

3 And for his sister a virgin, that if 
nigh unto him, whioh hath had no 
husband; for her may he be defiled. 

4 But he shall not defile himself, 
being a ohief man among his people, 
to profane himself. 

5 They shall not make baldness 
upon their head, neither shall they 
shave off the oorner of their beard. 
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nor make any cuttings in their flesh. 

fl They shall he holy unto their 
Cod, and not profano the name of 
their God ; for the offerings of the 
Lord made by lire, and the bread of 
their God, they do offer; therefore 
they shall be holy. 

7 They shall not take a wife that 
is a whore, or profane; neither shall 
thoy take a woman put away from 
her husband ; for ho ib holy unto his 
God. 

8 Thou shall sanctify him there¬ 
fore; for he offercth the hread of thy 
Qod; he shall be holy unto theo; for i 
I the Lord, which sanctify you, am 
holy. 

6 And the daughter of any priest, 
if she profano herself hy playing the 
whore, she profancth her father; she 
shall be burnt with fire, 

10 And he that is the high priest 
among his brethren, upon whose head 
the anointing oil was poured, and that 
is consooratcd to put on the garments, 
shall not uncover his head, nor rend 
his clothes; 

11 Neither shall ho go in to touch 
any dead body, nor defile himself for 
his father, or his mother; 

12 Neither shall he go out of the 
sanotuary, nor profane the s&notu&ry 
of his God; for the orown of the 
anointing oil of his God iB upon him; 

I am tho Lord. 

13 And ho shall lake a wife in her 
virginity. 

14 A widow, or a divorced woman, 
or profano, or a harlot, these Bhalt he 
not take; but he shall take a virgin 
of hie own people to wifo. 

16 Neither shall he profane his s^od 
among his people; for I the Lord 
do sanctify him. 

10 And the Lord spake onto Moses, 
saying, 

17 Spoak unto Aaron, saying, Who¬ 
soever he be of Ihy seed in their gene¬ 
rations lhat hath any blemish, let 
him not approaoh to offer the bread 
of his God. 

18 For whatsoever man he be that 
hath a blemish, ho Blinll not ap- 

roach; a blind nmn, or a lame, or 

e that hath a flat noBe, or any thing 
snporfluous, 

19 Or a man that is broken-footed, 
or broken-handed, 

>0 Or orook-baoked, or a dwarf, or 


that hath e blemish in his eye, or be 
scurvy, or scabbed, or hath his stones 
broken ; 

21 No man that hath a blemish of 
the seed of Aaron the priest shall 
come nigh to offer the offerings of the 
Lord made by tiro; he hath a blem¬ 
ish ; ho shall not come nigh to offer 
the bread of his God. 

22 He shall eat tho bread of his 
God, both of the most holy, and of 
the holy. 

23 Only ho shall not go in unto the 
veil, nor como nigh unto tbo altar, 
hcc&use he hath a blemish; that he 

rofane not my sanctuaries; for I the 
ord do sanctify them. 

24 And Moses told it unto Aaron, 
and to his sons, and unto all the 
children of Israel. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

The priests ; their duiita and privd*gt&~— Of 
sacrifices. 

NI) the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Baying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron and to his sons, 
that thoy separato thomsclves from 
the holy things of the children of Is¬ 
rael, and that they profane not my 
holy Dame in those things which they 
hallow unto me; I am the Lord. 

3 Say nnto them, Whosoever he 
bo of all your seed among your gene¬ 
rations that gooth nnto the holy 
things, which the ohildren of Israel 
hallow unto the Lord, having his un- 
cleannees upon him, that soul shall 
bo cut off from my presence; I am 
the Lord. 

4 What man soever of the Beed of 
Aaron is a leper, or hath a running 
issue; he shall not eat of the holy 
things, until he be olean. And whoso 
louoheth any thing that is nnolean 
by the dead, or a man whose seed 
goeth from him; 

6 Or whosoever tonohetb any creep¬ 
ing thing, whereby he may he made 
unclean, or a man of whom he may 
take unoleanness, whatsoever un- 
oleanness he hath; 

6 The soul which hath touched any 
such shall be andean until even, and 
shall not eat of the holy things, un¬ 
less ho wash his flesh with water. 

7 And when the sun is down, he 
shall be olean, and shall afterward 
eat of the holy things; because it U 
his food. 
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8 That which dicth of itself, or is 
torn with heasts, he ehall not eat to 
defile himself therewith; I am the 
Lord. 

0 They Bhall therefore keep mine 
ordinance, lest they bear sin for it, 
and die; therefore, if they profane 
not mine ordinances, I the Lord will 
sanctify them. 

10 There shall no stranger eat of 
the holy thing; a sojourner of the 
priest, or a hired servant, ehall not 
eat of the holy thing. 

11 But if the priest buy any soul 
with hiB money, he ehall eat of it, 
and he that is born in his house; 
they ehall eat of his meat. 

12 If the pricst'fl daughter also he 
married unto a stranger, she may not 
eat of aD offering of the holy things. 

13 Bat if the priest's daughter be 
a widow, or divorced, and have no 
child, and is returned unto her fa¬ 
ther's house, as in her youth, she 
shall eat of her father’s meat; but 
there shall no stranger eat thereof. 

14 And if a man eat of the holy 
thing unwittingly, then he shall put 
the fifth part thereof unto it, and 
shall give it unto the priest with the 
holy thing. 

15 And they Bhall not profane the 
holy things of the children of Israel 
which they offer unto the Lord; 

16 Or suffer them to bear the ini¬ 
quity of trespass, when they cat their 
holy things; for I the Lord do sanc¬ 
tify them. 

17 And the Lord Bpake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 Speak onto Aaron, and to hie 
sons, and unto all the children of Is¬ 
rael, and Bay unto them, Whatsoever 
he he of the house of Israel, or of 
the strangers in Israel, that will offer 
hiB oblation for all his vows, and for 
all his frco-wil! offerings, which they 
will offer unto the Lord for a burnt 
offering; 

19 Ye shall offer at your own will 
a male without blemish, of the beeves, 
of the eheep, or of the goats. 

20 But whatsoever hath a blemish, 
that shall ye not offer; for it shall 
not be acceptable for you. 

21 And whosoever offereth a sacri¬ 
fice of peace offerings unto the Lord 
to accomplish his vow, or a free-will 
offering in beeves or sheep, it shall 


he perfect to be accepted; there shall 
he no blemish therein. 

22 Blind, or broken, or maimed, or 
having a wen, or ecurvy, or scabhed, 
ye shall not offer these unto the Lord, 
Dor make an offering by fire of them 
upon the altar unto the Lord. 

23 Either a bullock or a lamb that 
hath any thing superfluous or lacking 
in his parts, that mayest thou offer 
for a free-will offering; but for a vow 
it shall not be accepted. 

24 Ye shall not offer unto the Lord 
that which is bruised, or crushed, or 
brokeD, or cut; neither shall ye make 
any offering thereof in your land. 

25 Neither from a stranger's hand 
shall yc offer the bread of your God 
of any of these; because their cor¬ 
ruption is in them, and blemishes he 
in them ; they ehall not be accepted 
for you. 

26 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

27 When a bullock, or a sheep, or 
a goat, is brought forth, then it shall 
be seven days under the dam ; and 
from the eighth day and thenceforth 
it ehall be accepted for an offering 
made by fire unto the Lord. 

28 And whether it be cow or ewe, 
ye shall not kill it and her young 
both in one day. 

29 And when ye will offer a sacri¬ 
fice of thanksgiving unto the Lord, 
offer it at yoor own will. 

30 On the same day it shall he 
eaten op; ye shall leave none of it 
until the morrow; I am the Lord. 

31 Therefore shall ye keep my com¬ 
mandments, and do them; I am the 
Lord. 

32 Neither shall ye profane my holy 
name; but I will be hallowed among 
the children of Israel; I am the Lord 
which hallow you, 

33 That brought you out of the 
land of Egypt, to be your God; I am 
the Lord.

ND the Lord epake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, Conoerning the 
feAsts of the Lord, which ye shall 
proclaim to be holy convocations, 
even these are my feasts. 
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3 Bii days shall work bo done; 
but the seventh Joy is the sabbath 
of rest, a holy convocation ; ye shall 
do no work therein; it iB the sabbath 
of the Lord in all your dwellings. 

4 These nro the leasts of the Lord, 
even holy convocations, which ye 
shall proclaim in their seasons. 

5 In the fourteenth day of the first 
month at even is tho Lord’s pass- 
over. 

6 And on the fifteenth day of the 
same month is (he feast of unleaven¬ 
ed broad unto tho Lord; sovon days 
ye must ent unleavened bread. 

7 In the first day yc shall have a 
holy convocation ; ye shall do no ser¬ 
vile work therein. 

8 But yc shall offer an offering 
made by fire unto tho Lord seven 
days; in the soventh day is a holy 
convocation; ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

9 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, When ye 
bo aome into the land which I give 
unto you, and shall reap the harvest 
thereof, thon ye shall bring a sheaf 
of tho first-fruits of your harvest unto 
the priest; 

11 And be shall wave tho sheaf 
boforo the Lord, to be accopted for 
you ; on tho morrow after the sab¬ 
bath the prioal shall wave it. 

12 And ye shall offer that day 
when ye wave the Bheaf a he lamb 
without blomiBh of the first year for 
a burnt offering unto the Lord. 

13 And tho meAt offering thereof 
shall be two tenth doals of fine flour 
mingled with oil, an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord for a sweet 
savour; and the drink offering thereof 
shall bo of wine, the fourth part of a 
bin. 

14 And ye shall eat neither bread, 
nor parched corn, nor green ears, 
until the solf-same day that ye have 
brought an offering unto your Qod; 
It shall be a statute for ever through¬ 
out your generations in all yonr 
dwellings. 

15 And ye shall count unto you 
from the morrow after the sabbath, 
from thu day that yo brought the 
sheaf of the wave offering; soven 
sabbaths shall be oomplete ; 


10 Even unto the morrow aflor the 
seventh sabbath shall ye number 
fifty days; and ye shall offer a new 
meat offering unto tho Lord. 

17 Ye shall bring out of your habi¬ 
tations two wave loaves of two tenth 
deals; they shall bo of fine flour; 
thoy shall be baken with leaven ; they 
are the first-fruits unto the Lord. 

18 And ye shall offer with the bread 
seven lambs without blemish of the 
first year, and one young bullock, and 
two rams; they shall be for a burnt 
offering unto the Lord, with their 
moat offering, and their drink offer¬ 
ings, even an offering mado hy fire, 
of sweet savour uuto tho Lord. 

19 Then ye shall sacrifice one kid 
of the goats for a sin offering, and 
two lambs of tho first year for a 
sacrifice of poaco offerings. 

20 And the priest shall wave them 
with the bread of the first-fruits for 
a wave offering before the Lord, 
with the two lambs; they shall be 
holy to the Lord for the priest. 

21 And yo shall proclaim on the 
solf-same day, that it may he a holy 
convocation unto you; yo shall do no 
servile work therein; it shall be a 
statute for ever in all your dwellings 
throughout your generations. 

22 And when yo reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not make 
dean riddance of the corners of thy 
field when thou reapest, neither shalt 
tliou gather any gleaning of thy har¬ 
vest; thou shalt loave them unto the 
poor, and to the stranger; I am the 
Lord your Qod. 

23 And the Lord spake nnto Moses, 
saying, 

24 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, saying, In the seventh month, 
in the first day of the month, shall ye 
have a sabbath, a memorial of blow¬ 
ing of trumpots, a holy convocation. 

26 Ye shall do no servile work 
therein; but ye shall offer an offer¬ 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

20 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

27 Also on the tenth day of this 
seventh month there shall be a day 
of atonement; it shall he a holy 
oonvooation unto yon; and ye ahaU 
afflict your souls, and offer an offer¬ 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

28 And ye shall do no work la 
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that same day; for it is a day of 
atonement, to make an atoncmcnL 
for yoa before the Lord your God. 

29 For whatsoever bou! it be that 
shall not be afflicted in that same 
day, he shall be cut off from Among 
his people. 

30 And whatsoever soul it ho that 
doeth any work in that same day, 
the same soul will I destroy from 
among his people. 

31 Ye shall do no manner of work; 
it shall be a statute for ever through¬ 
out your generations in all your 
dwellings. 

32 It shall be unto you a sabbath 
of rest, and ye shall afflict your souls; 
in the ninth day of the month at 
even, from even unto even, shall ye 
celebrate your sabbath. 

33 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

34 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, saying, The fifteenth day of this 
seventh month shall be the feast of 
tabernacleB for seven days unto the 
Lord. 

35 On the first day shall be a holy 
convocation ; ye shall do no servile 
work therein. 

36 Seven days ye shall offer an of¬ 
fering made by fire unto the Lord; 
on the eighth day shall be a holy 
oonvocation unto you, and ye shall 
offer an offering made by fire unto 
the Lord; it is a solemn assembly ; 
and ye shall do no servile work therein. 

37 These are the feasts of the Lord, 
which ye shall proclaim to be holy 
oonvocalions, to offer an offering 
made by fire onto the Lord, a burnt 
offering, and a meat offering, a sacri¬ 
fice, and drink offerings, everything 
upon his day ; 

38 Beside the sabbaths of the Lord, 
and beside your gifts, and beside all 
yourvows,and beside ail your free-will 
offerings, which ye give unto the Lord. 

39 Also in the fifteenth day of the 
seventh month, when ye have gath¬ 
ered in the fruit of the land, ye 
shall keep a feast unto the Lord 
seven days; on the first day shall be 
a sabbath, and on the eighth day shall 
be a sabbath. 

40 And ye shall take yoa on the 
first day tho boughs of goodly trees, 
branches of palm-trees, and the 
boughs of thios trees, and willows 


of the brook; and ye shall rejoioe 
before the Lord your God seven days. 

41 And ye shall keep it a feast unto 
the Lord seven days in the year; it 
shall be a statute for ever in your ge¬ 
nerations ; ye shall celebrate it in the 
seventh month. 

42 Ye shall dwell in booths seven 
days; all that are Israelites torn 
shall dwell in booths ; 

! 43 That your generations may know 
that I mado the children of Israel to 
dwell in booths, when I brought them 
out of the land of Egypt; I am the 
Lord your God. 

44 And Moses declared unto the 
children of Israel the feasts of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

The oU—The thow-hrtad—The law of blah 
phemy — Of murder — Of damage. 

A ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they bring unto thee pare oil 
olive beaten for the light, to cause 
the lamps to burn continually. 

3 Without the veil of the testimony, 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
shall Aaron order it from the evening 
unto the morning before the Lord con¬ 
tinually ; it shall be a statute for ever 
in your generations. 

4 He shall order the lamps upon 
the pure candlestick before the Lord 
oontinually. 

5 And thoushalt take fine flour, and 
bake twelve cakes thereof; two tenth 
deals shall be in one cake. 

6 And thou shalt set them in two 
rows, six on a row, upon the pure 
table before the Lord. 

7 And thou shalt put pure frank¬ 
incense upon each row, that it may 
he on the bread for a memorial, even 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

6 Every Sabbath he shall act it in 
order before the Lord continually, 
being taken from tho ohildron of Is¬ 
rael by an everlasting covenant. 

9 And it shall be Aaron's and his 
sons’; and they shall eat it in the 
holy plaoe; for it is most holy unto 
him of the offerings of the Lord made 
by fire by a perpetual statute. 

10 And the bou of an Israclitish 
woman, whose father was an Egyp 
tian, went out among the ohildren of 
Israel; and this son of the Israelitiah 
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woman and a man of Israel strove 
together in the camp; 

11 And the Israolitish woman's son 
blasphemed the uarno of the Lord, 
and ourBcd. And they brought him 
unto Moses; (and his mother's name 
waB Sholomith, the daughter of Dib- 
ri, of the triho of Dan ;) 

12 And they put him in ward, that 
the mind of the Lord might be showed 
them. 

13 And the Lord spoke unto Mosoa, 
saying, 

14 Bring forth him that hath cursed 
without the camp; and tet all that 
heard him lay their hands upon bis 
^oad, and let all the congregation 
stone him. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto the 
ohildren of Israel, saying, Whosocvor 
ourseth bis Qod shall bear his sin. 

10 Acid he that blasphemeth the 
namo of the Lord, he shall surely be 
put to death, and all the congrega¬ 
tion shall oertainly stone him; as 
well tlic stranger, as he that is born 
in the land, whon he blasphemeth the 
name of the Lord, shall be put to 
death. 

17 And ho that killoth any man 
shall surely bo put to doath. 

18 And he that killcth a beast shall 
mako it good; boast for beast. 

19 And if a man causo a blemish in 
his neighbour; as ho hath dono, so 
shall it be done to him; 

20 Breach for breach, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth; as he hath caused a 
blemish in a man, so shall it be dono 
to him again. 

21 And ho that killoth a beast, ho 
shall rostoro it; and bo that killcth a 
man, ho shall ho put to doath. 

22 Yo shall have ono manner of 
law, as woll for the stranger, as for 
ono of your own country; for I am 
the Lord your Qod. 

23 And Moses spake to the children 
of Israol, that thoy should bring forth 
him that had oursod out of tho camp, 
and Btone him with stonos; and tho 
ohildren of Israel did as tho Lord 
eommandod Mosoh. 

OUAITEK XXV. 

T7*< ifvmth itear—The jubilee—Of ovprt■»- 
non—Of olxdicncr—Ktdtmption of Umd 
—Of housa - Of tervanU. 

ND Lho Lord spake unto Moses 
in mount Sinai, saying, 


15T 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and Bay unto them. When ye come 
into the land whiah I give yon, then 
shall the land keep a sahbath onto 
the Lord. 

3 Six years thou ehalt sow thy field, 
and six years thou shalt prune thy 
vineyard, and gather in the fruit 
thereof; 

4 But iu tho seventh year shall he 
a sabbath of rest unto the land, a 
sahbath for the Lord; thou shalt 
neither bow thy field, nor prune thy 
vineyard. 

5 That which groweth of its own 
acoord of thy harvest thou shalt not 
reap, neither gather the grapes of thy 
vine undressed; for it is a year of 
rest unto the land. 

6 Aud the sabbath of the land shall 
bo meat for yon; for thee, and for 
thy sorvant, and for thy maid, and 
for thy hired servant, and for thy 
stranger that sojourneth with thee, 

7 And for thy cattle, and for tho 
beast that are in thy land, shall all 
tho increase thereof bo meat. 

8 And thou shalt number Heven sab¬ 
baths of years unto thee, seven times 
seven years; and the Bpaoe of the 
seven sabbaths of years shall be unto 
thee forty and nine years. 

9 Then shalt thou cause the trum¬ 
pet of the jubilee to sound on the 
tenth day of the seventh month, in 
the day of atonement shall ye make 
the trumpet sound throughout all 
your land. 

10 And yo shall hallow (he fiftieth 
year, and proolaim liberty through¬ 
out all tho land unto all the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof; it shall bo a jubilee 
unto you; and ye shall return every 
man unto his possesion, and ye 
shall return every man unto his 
family. 

11 A jubilee shall that llftioth year 
be unto yon; ye shall not sow, nei¬ 
ther reap that which groweth of it¬ 
self in it, nor gathor the grapes in it 
of thy vine undressod. 

12 For it is tho jubilee; it shall be 
holy unto yon ; ye shall eat the in¬ 
crease theroof out of the field. 

13 In the yoar of this jubilee ye 
Bhall return ovory man unto his pos¬ 
session. 

14 And if thou soli aught unto thy 
neighbour, or buy eat aught of thy 
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neighbour's hand, ye shall not op¬ 
press one another. 

15 According to the number of years 
after the jubilee thou shalt buy of thy 
neighbour, and according unto the 
number of years of the fruits he shall 
sell unto thee; 

16 According to the multitude of 
years thon shall increase the price 
thereof, and according to the fewness 
of years thou shalt diminish the price 
of it; for according to the number of 
the years of the fruits doth he sell 
unto thee. 

17 Ye shall not therefore oppress 
one another; but thon shalt fear 
thy God ; for I am the Lord your 
God. 

18 Wherefore ye shall do my stat¬ 
utes, and keep my judgments, and 
do them ; and ye shall dwell in the 
land in safely. 

19 And the land shall yield her 
fruit, and ye shall cat your fill, and 
dwell therein in safety. 

20 And if ye shall say. What shall 
we eat the seventh year? behold, we 
shall not sow, nor gather in our in¬ 
crease ; 

21 Then I will command my bless¬ 
ing upon you in the sixth year, and it 
shall bring forth fruit for three years. 

22 And ye shall bow the eighth 
year, and eat yet of old fruit until 
the ninth year; until her fruits come 
in ye shall eat of the old store. 

23 The land shall not be sold for 
ever; for the land is mine; for ye are 
strangers and sojourners with me. 

24 And in all the land of your pos¬ 
session ye shall grant a redemption 
for the land. 

25 If thy brother he waxen poor, 
and hath sold away some of his pos¬ 
session, and if any of his kin come 
to redeem it, hen shall he rodeem 
that which his f rother sold. 

26 And if the man have none to 
redeem it, and himself be able to 
redeem it; 

27 Then lot him oount the years of 
the sale thereof, and restore the over¬ 
plus unto the mso to whom he sold 
it; that he may return unto his pos¬ 
session. 

28 But if he be not able to restore 
It to him, then that whioh is sold 
shall remain in the hand of him that 
hath bonght it nntil the year of ju¬ 


bilee; and in the jnbilee it shall go 
out, and he shall return unto his pos¬ 
session. 

29 And if a man sell his dwelling- 
house in a walled city, then he may 
redeem it within a whole year after 
it is sold ; within a full year may he 
redeem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed within 
the space of a full year, then the 
house that is in the walled city shall 
be established for ever to him that 
bought it throughout his generations; 
it 6hali not go out in the jubilee. 

31 But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall roundabout them 
shall be counted as the fields of the 
country ; they may be redeemed, and 
they shall go out in the jubilee. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of 
the Levites, and the houses of the 
oities of their possession, may the 
Levites redeem at any time. 

33 And if a man purchase of the 
Levites, then the house that was sold, 
and the city of his possession, shall 
go out in the year of jubilee ; for the 
houses of the cities of the Levites are 
their possession among the children 
of Israel. 

34 But the field of tho suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold ; for it is 
their perpetual possession. 

35 And if thy brother be waxen 
poor, and fallen in decay with thee ; 
then thou shalt relieve him; yea, 
though he bo a stranger, or a so¬ 
journer; that he may live with thee. 

36 Take thou no usury of him, or 
increase; but fear thy God; that thy 
brother may live with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not give him thy 

money upon usury, nor lend him thy 
victuals for inoroase. - ' 

33 I am the Lord your God, whioh 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to give you the land of Ca¬ 
naan, and to be your God. 

39 And if thy brother that dwell- 
oth by thee be waxen poor, and be 
sold unto thoe; thou shalt not com¬ 
pel him to serve as a bond-servant; 

40 But as a hired servant, and as 
a sojourner, he shall be with thee, 
and shall sorve thee unto the year of 
jubilee; 

41 And thon shall he depart from 
thee, both he and his children with 
him, And shall return onto his own 
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family, and nnto ihe possession of 
his fathers shall ho roturn. 

42 For they are my servants, whioh 
I brought forth out of the land of 
Egypt; they shall not bo sold as 
bond-men. 

43 Thou Bhalt not rule over him 
with rigour; but Bhalt fear thy God. 

44 Doth thy b^nd-men, and thy 
bond-maids, wh : ch thou shalt have, 
shall be of tho boathen (hataro round 
about you; of them shall ye huy bond¬ 
men and bond-maids. 

45 Moreover, of the children of tho 
strangers that do sojourn among you, 
of them shall ye buy, and of their 
families that are with you, which 
they begat in your land; and thoy 
shall he your possession. 

48 And ye shall take them as an in¬ 
heritance for your children after you, 
to inherit them for a possession; they 
shall bo your hond-mon for over; but 
ovor your brethren tho children of Is¬ 
rael, ye shall not rulo ono ovoranother 
with rigour. 

47 And if a sojourner or stranger 
wax rich by thee, and thy brother 
that dwelleth by him wax poor, and 
sell himself unto the strangor or so¬ 
journer by thee, or to the stock of the 
stranger’s family; 

48 After that ho is sold he may he 
redeemod again ; ono of his brothren 
may redeem him ; 

40 Either his uncle, or his unclo’s 
son, may redcom him, or any that is 
nigh of kin uato him of his family 
may redoom him ; or if he bo ahle, 
he may redeem himself. 

60 And he shall reckon with him 
that bought him from the year that 
he was sold to him unto the year of 
jubilco ; and the prioe of bis sale shall 
he aooording unto the number of years, 
aooording to the time of a hirod ser¬ 
vant shall it be with him. 

61 If there be yet many years be¬ 
hind, aooording unto them he shall 
give again tho prioe of his redemp¬ 
tion out of the money that ho was 
bought for. 

62 And if there romnin hut fow 
years nnto the year of jubileo, then 
he shall oonnt with him, and aooord¬ 
ing unto his years shall ho give him 
again the prioe of his redemption. 

63 And as a yearly hired servant 
•ball be bo with him; and the other 


shall not rule with rigour over him 
in thy sight. 

54 And if ho be not redeemed in 
those years, then he shall go out in 
the year of jubilee, hoth he, and hil 
children with him. 

55 For unto me the children of Is¬ 
rael are servants; they are my ser¬ 
vants whom I hrought forth out of 
the land of Egypt; I am the Lord 
your God. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Of idolatry — Religiaunuu—Bleuingt to Ms 
cbediaU. 

E shall make you no idols nor 
graven image, neither rear yon 
up a standing image, neither shall 
yo set np any image of stone in yonr 
land, to how down unto it; for I am 
the Lord your God. 

2 Ye shall keep my sabhaths, and 
reverenoe my saootuary; I am the 
Lord. 

3 If ye walk in my statutes, and 
keep my commandments, and do 
them ; 

4 Then I will give you rain in due 
season, and the land shall yield her 
increase, and the trees of the field 
shall yield their fruit. 

5 And your threshing shall reach 
unto the vintage, and the vintage 
shall reach onto the sowing-time; 
and ye shall eat yonr bread to the 
full, and dwell in your land safely. 

6 And I will give peaco in the land, 
and yo shall lie down, and none shall 
make you afraid; and I will rid evil 
beasts out of the land, neithor shall 
the sword go through your land. 

7 And ye shall ohase your enemies, 
and they shall fall before you by the 
sword. 

8 And five of yon shall ohase a 
hundred, and a hundred of you shall 
pnt ton thousand to flight; and your 
enemies shall fall before you by the 
sword. 

0 For I will have respect unto you, 
and make yon fruitful, and multiply 
you, and establish my covenant with 
you. 

10 And ye shall eat old atom and 
bring forth the old beoause of the 
new. 

11 And I will set my tabernaole 
among you; and my soul shall lut 
abhor you; 

12 And I will walk among you. and 
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will be your God, and ye ehall be my 
people 

13 I am Iho Lord your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, that ye should not bo their 
bond-men; and I hare broken the 
bands of your yoke, and make you 
go upright. 

14 But if ye will not hearken unto 
tne, and will not do all these com¬ 
mandments : 

15 And if ye shall despise my 
statutes, or if your soul abhor my 
judgments, so that ye will not do all 
my commandments, but that ye break 
my covenant; 

16 I also will do this unto you; I 
will oven appoint over you terror, 
consumption, and the burning ague, 
that shall consume the eyes, and 
oauBe sorrow of heart; and ye shall 
sow your seed in vain, for your ene¬ 
mies shall cat it. 

17 And I will set my face against 
you, and ye ehall be slain beforoyour 
enemios; they that hato you shnll 
reign over you; and ye shall flee 
when nono pursuoth you. 

18 And if yo will not yel for all this 
hearken unto me, then I will punish 
you Bevon times more for your Bins. 

10 And I will break the prido of 
your power; and I will make your 
heaven rb iron, and your earth as 
braBS; 

20 And your strength shall be spent 
in vain; for your land shall not 
yield her increase, neither shall the 
treeB of the land yiold their fruits. 

21 And if ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto mo; I 
will bring Boven times more plagues 
upon you according to your sinB. 

22 I will atso send wild beasts 
among you, which shall rob you of 
your children, and destroy your cat¬ 
tle, and mako you few in number; 
and your highways shall be desolate. 

23 And if ye will not be roformod 
by me by these things, but will walk 
oontrary unto me; 

24 Thon will I also walk contrary 
unto yon, and will punish you yet 
■even times for your sins. 

25 And I will bring a sword upon 
you, that shall avonge the quarrel of 
my oovenant; and when ye are 

athored together within your cities, 
will Bend the pestilonce among you ; 


and ye shall be delivered into the 
hand of the enemy. 

26 And when I have broken the 
staff of your bread, ten women shall 
bake your bread in one oven, and 
they ahall deliver you your bread 
ogain by weight; and ye shall eat, 
and not be satisfied. 

27 And if ye will not for all tbii 
hearken unto me, but walk contrary 
unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto 
you also in fury; and T, even I, will 
chastise you seven limes for your 
sins. 

20 And ye shall eat tho flesh of 
your sons, and the flesh of your 
daughters shall ye eat. 

30 And I will destroy your high 
places, and cut down yoar images, 
and cast your carcasses upon the 
carcasses of your idols, and my soul 
shall abhor you. 

31 And I will make your cities 
waste, and bring your sanctuaries 
unto desolation, and I will not smell 
the savour of your sweet odours. 

32 And I will bring the land into 
desolation ; and your enemies which 
dwell therein shall be astonished at 
it. 

33 And I will scatter yon among 
the heathen, and will draw out a 
sword after you ; and your land shall 
be desolate, and your cities waste. 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her 
sabbath9, as long as it lieth desolate, 
and yo be in your enemies' land ; 
even then shall the land rest, and 
enjoy hor sabbaths. 

35 As long as it lieth desolate it 
shall rest; because it did not rest in 
your sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon 
it. 

36 And upon them that are left 
alive of you I will send a faintnesi 
into their hearts in the lands of theii 
enemies; and the sound of a shaken 
leaf ehall chase them ; and they shall 
flee, as fleeing from a sword; and 
(hey shall fall when none pursneth. 

37 And they shall fall one upon 
another, as it were before a sword, 
whon none pursueth ; and yo shall 
have no power to stand before your 
onomies. 

38 And yo shall perish among the 
heathen, and tho laod of your enemies 
shall cet you up. 
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39 And they that are left of you 
aboil pino away in their iniquity in 
your enemies’ lands; and also in the 
iniquities of their fatherB shall they 
pino away with them. 

40 If they Bhall confess their 
iniquity, and the iniquity of their 
fathers, with their trespass whioh 
they trespassed against me, and that 
also they have walked contrary unto 
tuo; 

41 And that I also have walkod con¬ 
trary unto them, and have brought 
them into the land of their enemies; 
if then their unoiroumoised hearts he 
humbled, and they then accept of the 
pnnishmont of their iniquity; 

42 Then will I remciuber my cove¬ 
nant with Jacob, and also my covenant 
with Isaac, and also my oovenant 
with Abraham will I remember; and 
I will remember the land. 

43 The land also Bhall be left of 
them, and shall enjoy her sabbaths, 
while she lioth desolate without them ; 
and they shall accept of the punish- 
mont of their iniquity; because, oven 
beoaueo they dospised my judgmonts, 
and because tboir soul abhorred my 
statutes. 

44 And yet for all that, when they 
bo in the land of their enemies, I will 
not oast them away, neithor will I 
abhor them, to destroy them utterly, 
and to break my oovenant with them ; 
for I am the Lord their God. 

45 But I will for their sakes remem¬ 
ber the covenant of their ancestors, 
whom I brought forth out of the land 
of Egypt in the sight of the heathen, 
that I might be their God; I am the 
Lord. 

46 These aro the statutes and judg¬ 
ments and lawB, whioh the Lord 
made betweon him and the ohildron 
of Israel in mount Sinai by the hand 
of Moses. 

CHAPTER XXVIL 
Of voyot—Tfie tithe may not be changed. 
ND the Lord spake unto Mobob, 
Baying, 

2 Speak unto the ohildren of Israel, 
and say unto thorn, When a man 
■hall make a singular vow, the 
porsons Bhall bo for the Lord by thy 
estimation. 

3 And tby estimation shall be of the 
male from twonty years old even nuto 
sixty years old, even thy estimation 


shall be fifty shekels of silver, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary. 

4 And if it be a female, then thy 
estimation shall be thirty shekels. 

5 And if it be from five years old 
even onto twenty years old, then thy 
estimation shall be of the male twenty 
shekels, and for the female ton 
shekels. 

6 And if it be from a month old 
even unto five years old, then thy 
estimation shall be of the malo five 
shekels of silver, and for the female 
thy estimation shall be three shekels 
of eilver. 

7 And if it be from Bixty years old 
and above; if it be a male, then thy 
estimation shall be fifteen shekels, 
and for the female ten shekels. 

6 But if he be poorer than thy esti¬ 
mation, then he shall present him¬ 
self before the priest, and the priest 
shall value him; aooording to his 
ability that vowed shall the priest 
value him. 

9 And if it be a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering onto the Lord, ail 
that any man giveth of snoh unto the 
Lord uhall be holy. 

10 He shall not alter it, nor change 
it, a good for a bad, or a bad for a 
good; and if he shall at all change 
boast for beast, then it and the ex¬ 
change thereof shall be holy. 

11 And if it be any unclean beast, 
of whioh they do not offer a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, then he shall present 
the beast before the priest; 

12 And the priest shall value it, 
whether it be good or bad; as thon 
valuest it, who art the priest, so shall 
it be. 

13 But if he will at all redeem it, 
thon he shall add a fifth part thereof 
unto thy estimation. 

14 And when a man shall sanotify 
his house to be holy nnto the Lord, 
then the priest shall estimate it, 
whether it be good or bad; as the 
priest shall estimate it, so shall it 
stand. 

15 And if he that sanotifled it will 
redeem his house, then he shall add 
the fifth part of the money of thy 
estimation onto it, and it shall be 
his. 

16 And if a man shall sanotify nnto 
the Lord some part of a field of hi* 
possession, then thy estimation shaO 
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be according to the seed thereof; a 
homer of barley seed shall be rained 
at fifty Bhekela of Bilver. 

17 If he sanctify his field from the 
year of jubilee, according to thy esti¬ 
mation it shall stand. 

18 But if he sanctify his field after 
the jubilee, then the priest shall 
reckon unto him the money accord¬ 
ing to the years that remain, even 
onto the year of the jubilee, and it 
shall be abated from thy estimation. 

19 And if he that sanctified the 
field will in any wise redeem it, then 
he shall add the fifth part of the 
money of tby estimation nnto it, and 
it shall be assured to him. 

20 And if he will not redeem the 
field, or if he have sold the field to 
another man, it shall not be redeemed 
any more. 

21 But the field, when it gocth oat 
in the jubilee, shall be holy uDto the 
Lord, as a field devoted ; the posses¬ 
sion thereof shall be the priest's. 

22 And if a man sanctify onto the 
Lord a field which he hath booght, 
which is not of the fields of his pos¬ 
session ; 

23 Then the priest shall reckon unto 
him the worth of thy estimation, even 
unto the year of the jubilee; and he 
shall give thine estimation in that 
day, as a holy thing unto the Lord. 

24 In the year of the jubilee the 
field shall return unto him of whom 
it was bought, even to him to whom 
the possession of the land did belong. 

25 And all thy estimation shall be 
according to the shekel of the sano- 
tuary; twenty gerahs shall be the 
shekel. 


20 Only the firstling of the beasts, 
which should be the Lord’s firstling, 
no man shall sanctify it; whether it 
be oj, or sheep ; it is the Lord’s. 

27 And if it he of an unclean beast, 
then he shall redeem it according to 
thine estimation, and shall add a fifth 
part of it thereto; or if it be not re¬ 
deemed, then it ehall be sold accord¬ 
ing to thy estimation. 

28 Notwithstanding, no devoted 
thing, that a man shall devote unto 
the Lord of all that he hath, both of 
man and beast, and of the field of his 
possession, shall be sold or redeemed; 
every devoted thing is most holy unto 
the Lord. 

29 None devoted, which shall be 
devoted of men, shall be redeemed; 
but shall surely be put to death. 

30 And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, or of 
the fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s; it 
is holy onto the Lord. 

31 And if a man will at all redeem 
aught of his tithes, he shall add 
thereto the fifth part thereof. 

32 And concerning the tithe of the 
herd, or of the flock, even of whatso¬ 
ever passeth under the rod, the tenth 
shall be holy unto the Lord. 

33 He shall not search whether it 
be good or bad, neither ehall he 
change it; and if he change it at all, 
then both it and the change thereof 
shall be holy; it shall not he re¬ 
deemed. 

34 These are the commandments, 
which the Lord commanded Moser 
for the children of Israel in moif * 
Sinai. 
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CHAPTER L 

TV peepit numbered—The Levitej are ex¬ 
empted. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, in the 
tabernacle of the oongregation, on 
the first day of the socond month, in 
the second year after they were come 
out of the land of Egypt, saying, 

2 Take ye the snm of all the congre¬ 
gation of the ohildren of Israel, after 


their families, by the house of their 
fathers, with the number of their 
names, every male by their polls; 

3 From twenty years old and up¬ 
ward, all that are able to go forth to 
war in Israel; thon and Aaron shall 
namber them by their armies. 

4 And with you there shall be a man 
of every tribe ; every one head of the 
house of his fathers. 

5 And these are the names of the 
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men that shall stand with yon; of the 
tribe of Reuben; Elizur the son of 
Shedeur. 

0 Of Simeon; Sholumiel the son of 
Zurishaddai. 

7 Of Judah ; Nahshon the son of 
Amminadab. 

8 Of Issochar; Ncthanecl the son of 
Zuar. 

9 Of Zcbulnn; Eliah the son of 
Ilelon. 

10 Of iho children of Joseph; of 
Ephraim ; Elishama the son of Am- 
mihud; of Mannsseb; Gamaliel the 
son of Pedahznr. 

11 Of Benjamin : Ahidan the bod of 
Gideoni. 

12 Of Dan ; Ahiezer the son of Am¬ 
ro ishaddai. 

13 Of Asher; Pagicl the son of 
Ocran. 

14 Of Gad; Eliasaph the son of 

Deuel. 

15 Of Naphtali; Ahira the son of 
Enan. 

10 Thcso wore the renowned of the 
congregation, princes of the tribes of 
their fathers, heads of thousands in 
Israel. 

17 And Mosos and Aaron took these 
men which arc expressed by their 
names ; 

18 And they assembled all the con¬ 
gregation together on tho first dny 
of tho second month, and they do- 
olared their pedigrees after tbeir 
families, by the house of their fa¬ 
thers, acoording to the number of 
the nameB, from twenty years old 
and upward, by their polls. 

10 As the Lord commanded Moses, 
so he numbered them in the wildor- 
ness of Sinai. 

20 And the children of Roubon, 
Israel's eldest son, by their genera¬ 
tions, after their familios, by the 
honso of their fathers, according to 
the number of tho names, by their 
polls, every male from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were ahle 
to go forth to war ; 

21 Thoso that woro numbered of 
them, even of the triho of Reuben, 
were forty and six thousand and fire 
hundred 

22 Of the children of Simeon, by 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
lies, by the house of their fathers, 
those that were numbered of them, 


aooording to the numher of the 
names, by their polls, every male 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war; 

23 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Simeon, 
were fifty and nine thousand and 
three hundred. 

24 Of the ohildrcn of Gad, by their 
generations, after their families, hy 
the house of their fathers, according 
to the number of the names, from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war; 

25 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Gad, were 
forty and five thousand six hundred 
and fifty. 

20 Of the children of Judah, by 
their generations, after their families, 
by the house of their fathers, accord¬ 
ing to tho number of the names, from 
twenty years old and upward, all that 
were able to go forth to war ; 

27 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Judah, 
were three score and fourteen thou¬ 
sand and six hundred. 

28 Of the ohildren of Issaehar, hy 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
lies, by the house of their fathers, ao¬ 
oording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were ahle to go forth to 
war ; 

20 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Issaehar, 
were fifty and four thousand andfonr 
hundred. 

30 Of the ohildren of Zebulun, by 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
lies, by tho house of their fathers, ao¬ 
oording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth U> war; 

31 Those that were numbered of 
thorn, even of the trihe of ZehnJnn, 
were fifty and seven thousand and 
four hundred. 

32 Of the children of Joseph, name¬ 
ly, of the ohildren of Ephraim, hy 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
nes, hy the house of their fathers, ao¬ 
oording to the numher of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to 
war; 

33 Those that were numbered of 
them, ever of the tribe of Ephraim, 
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were forty thousand and five hundred. 

34 Of the ohildren of ManasBeh, by 
thoir generations, aftor their fami¬ 
lies, by the house of thoir fathers, 
according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go forth 
to war; 

35 Thoso that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Manosseh, 
were thirty and two thousand and 
two hundred. 

38 Of the children of Benjamin, by 
their generations, after their fami¬ 
lies, by the houso of their fathers, ac¬ 
cording to the number of the names, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war; 

37 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Benjamin, 
were thirty and fivo thousand and 
four hundred. 

39 Of the children of Dan, by their 
generations, after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, acoording 
to the number of the names, from 
Iwonty years old and upward, ail that 
were able to go forth to war; 

39 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Dan, were 
three-soore and two thousand and 
seven hundred. 

40 Of the ohildren of Asher, by 
their generations, after their families, 
by the house of their fathers, accord¬ 
ing to the number of the names, from 
twenty yearB old and upward, alt that 
were able to go forth to war; 

41 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Asher, wero 
forty and one thousand and five hun¬ 
dred. 

42 Of the ohildren of Naphlali, 
throughout their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their 
fathers, according to the number of 
the names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go forth 
to war; 

43 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Naphtali, 
were fifty and three thousand and 
four hundred. 

44 These are thoso that were num¬ 
bered, which Moses and Aaron num¬ 
bered, and the princes of Israel, being 
twelve men; each one was for the 
house of his fathers. 

44 So were all those that wero 


numbered of the ohildren of Israel, 
by the house of their fathers, from 
twenty years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war in 
Israel; 

46 Even all they that wore num¬ 
bered were six hundred thousand and 
three thousand and five hundred and 
fifty. 

47 But the Levites after the tribe 
of their fathers were not numbered 
among them. 

48 For the Lord had spoken unto 
Moses, saying, 

49 Only thou shalt not number the 
tribe of Levi, neither take the sum 
of them among the children of Israel; 

50 But thou shalt appoint the 
Levites over the tabernacle of testi¬ 
mony, and over all the vessels there¬ 
of, and over all things that belong to 
it r they shall bear the tabernacle 
and all the vessels thereof; and they 
shall minister unto it and shall cn 
camp round about the tabernacle. 

51 And when the tabernacle set- 
teth forward, the Levites shall take 
it down ; and when the tabernacle is 
to be pitched, the Levites shall set it 
up; and the stranger that cometli 
nigh shall be put to death. 

52 And the children of Israel shall 
pitch their tents, every man by bin 
own camp, and every man by hie 
own standard, thronghout their hosts. 

53 But the Levites shall pitch round 
about the tabernacle of testimony, 
that there be no wrath upon the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel; 
and the Levites shall keep the charge 
of the tabernacle of testimony. 

54 And the children of Israel did 
according to all that the Lord oom 
manded Moses, so did they. 

CHAPTER II. 

The order of the tribe.t. 

ND the Lord spake unto Mosei 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 Every man of the ohildren of Is¬ 
rael shall pitch by his own standard, 
with the ensign of their father's house; 
far off about the tabernaole of the 
congregation shall they pitch. 

3 And on the east side toward the 
rising of the sun shall they of the 
standard of the camp of Judah pitch 
thronghout their armies; and Nah- 
ahon tho son of Amminadab shall be 
captain of the ohildren of Judah 




CHAPTER II. 


4 And bis host, and those that 
were numbered of them, wore three¬ 
score and fourteen thousand and six 
hundred. 

5 And thoflo that do pitoh next 
nnto him shall be tho tribe of Issa- 
ohar; and Nothancel tho Bon of Zuar 
shall bo captain of tho children of Is- 
sachar. 

6 And his hoBt, and those that wero 
numbered thereof, were fifty and four 
thousand and four hundeed. 

7 Then tho tribe of Zcbulun ; and 
Eliah the eon of Holon shall he cap- 
lain of the ohiliren of Zobulun. 

8 And his host, and those that were 
numbered thereof, were fifty and seven 
thousand aDd four hundred. 

9 All that were numbered in the 
camp of Judah were a hundred thou¬ 
sand and four-score thousand and six 
thousand and four hundred, through¬ 
out their armies ; these shall first set 
forth. 

10 On the south side Bhall be the 
standard of the camp of Reuben 
according to their armies; and the 
oaptain of the children of Reuben 
shall bo Elizur the son of Bhedeur. 

11 And his host, and those that 
wero n urn he red thereof, were forty 
and Bix thousand and five hundred. 

12 And those which pitoh by him 
shall be the tribe of Simeon; and 
the captain of tho children of Sim¬ 
eon shall ho Bholumiel the son of 
Zurishaddai. 

13 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were fifty and 
Dine thousand and throe hundrod. 

14 Then the tribe of Gad; and the 
oaptain of tho eons of Gad shall be 
Ehasaph the son of Reuet. 

16 And bis host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were forty 
and five thousand and six hundred 
and fifty. 

16 All that were numhered in the 
oamp of Reuben wore a hundred 
thousand and fifty and one thousand 
and four hundred and fifty, through¬ 
out thoir armies ; and they shall set 
forth in the seoond rank. 

17 Then the tabornaole of the con¬ 
gregation shall set forward with the 
eamp of the Lovites in the midst of 
the oamp ; as they enoamp, so shall 
they set forward, every man in his 
plane bj their standards. 
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18 On the west side shall be the 
standard of the camp of Ephraim ac¬ 
cording to thoir armies ; and the cap¬ 
tain of the sons of Ephraim shall oe 
Elishama tho son of Ammihud. 

19 And his host, and those that 
wore numbered of them, were forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

20 And by him shall be the tribe 
of Manasseh; and the captain of the 
children of Manasseh shall be Gama¬ 
liel the Bon of Pcdahzur. 

21 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them were thirty 
and two thousand and two hundred. 

22 Then the tribe of Benjamin; and 
the captain of the sons of Benjamin 
shall be Abidan the bod of Gideoni. 

23 And bis host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were thirty and 
five thousand and four hundred. 

24 All that were numbered of the 
camp of Ephraim were a hundred 
thousand and eight thousand and a 
hundred, throughout their armies; and 
they shall go forward in the third rank. 

25 The standard of tho camp of Dan 
shall be on the north side by their 
armies; and the captain of the chil¬ 
dren of Dan shall bo Ahiezer the son 
of Ammishaddai. 

26 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were threescore 
and two thousand and seven hundred. 

27 And those that encamp by him 
shall be the tribe of Asher; and the 
oaptain of the children of Asher shall 
be Pagiel the son of Ooran. 

28 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty and 
one thousand and five hundred. 

29 Then the tribe of Naphtali; and 
the oaptain of the children of Naph¬ 
tali shall he Ahira the son of Enan. 

30 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were fifty 
and three thousand and fonr hundred. 

31 All they that were numhored 
in the oamp of Dan were a hundred 
thousand and fifty and seven thou¬ 
sand and six hundred; they shall go 
hindmost with their standards. 

32 These are those whioh were num¬ 
bered of the ohlldren of Israel by the 
houso of thoir fathers ; all those that 
were numbered of the camps through¬ 
out thoir hosts were six hundred thou¬ 
sand and three thousand and fixe 
hundred and fifty. 
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33 But the Levites were not num¬ 
bered among tbc children of Israel; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

31 And the children of Israel did 
according to all that the Lord com¬ 
manded MoeeB; ao they pitched by 
their standards, and so they set for- 
rard, every one after their families, 
according to the house of their fathers. 

CHAPTER ni. 

The goni of Aaron—The Levitts are num¬ 
bered by their families—The place and 

charge of Motes and Aaron. 

HESE also arc the generations of 
Aarou and Moses, in the day that 
the Lord spake with Moses in mount 
Sinai. 

2 And these are the names of the 
sons of Aaron ; Nadab the first-born, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

3 These are the names of the sons 
of Aaron, the prieBts which were an¬ 
ointed, whom nc consecrated to min¬ 
ister in tho priest's office. 

4 And Nadab and Abihn died be¬ 
fore the Lord, when they offered 
strange fire before the Lord, in the 
wilderness of Sinai, and they had no 
children ; and Eleazar and Ithamar 
ministered in the priest's office in the 
sight of Aaron their father. 

5 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

6 Bring the tribe of Levi near, and 
present them before Aaron tho priest, 
that they may minister unto him. 

7 And they shall keep his charge, 
and the charge of the whole congre¬ 
gation before tho tabernacle of the 
congregation, to do the service of the 
tabernacle. 

8 And they shall keep all the in¬ 
struments of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and the charge of the 
ohildren of Israel, to do the service 
of the tabernacle. 

9 And thon shalt give the Levites 
unto Aaron and to his sons; they 
are wholly given to him out of the 
children of Israel. 

10 And thou shalt appoint Aaron 
and his sonB, and they shall wait on 
their priest’s office; and the stran¬ 
ger that oometh nigh shall be put to 
death. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 And I, behold, I have taken the 
Levites from among the children of 


Israel instead of all the first-born 
that openeth the matrix among the 
children of Israel; therefore the Le- 
vites shall be mine ; 

13 Because all the first-born are 
mine; for on the day that I smote 
all the first-born in the land of 
Egypt I hallowed unto me all the 
first-bom in Israel, both man and 
beast; mine they shall be; I am the 
Lord. 

14 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, saying, 

15 Nnmber the children of Levi 
after the house of their fathers, by 
their families; every male from a 
month old and upward shalt thou 
number them. 

16 And Moses numbered them ac¬ 
cording to the word of the Lord, ai 
he was commanded. 

17 And these were the sons of Levi 
by their names; Gershon, and Ko- 
hath, and Mcrari. 

19 And these are the names of the 
sons of Gershon by their families ; 
Libni, and Shimei. 

19 And the sons of Eohath by 
their families; Amram, and Izehar, 
Ilebron, and Uzziel. 

20 And the sons of Merari by their 
families ; Mahli, and Mushi. These 
are the families of the Levites, ac¬ 
cording to the house of their fathers. 

21 Of Gershon was the family of 
the Libnites, and the family of tho 
Shimitcs; these are the families of 
the Gershonites. 

22 Those that were numbered of 
them, according to the number of all 
the males, from a mouth old and up 
ward, even those that were numbered 
of them were seven thousand and five 
hundred. 

23 The families of the Gershonites 
shall pitch behind the tabernacle 
westward. 

24 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the Gershonites shall 
be Eliasaph the son of Lael. 

25 And the charge of the sons of 
Gershon in the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation shall be the tabernacle, and 
tho tent, the oovoring thereof, and 
the hanging for the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, 

26 And the hangings of the oourt, 
and the curtain for the door of the 
court, which is by the tabernacle, and 
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jy (he altar round about, and the 
cords of it, for all the service thereof. 

27 And of Kohnth was the family 
of the Amraniitcs, and the family of 
the Izeharitcs, and the family of the 
Hebronites, and the family of the 
Uzzielites; these are the families of 
the Kohathites. 

28 In the number of all tho males, 
from a month old and upward, were 
eight thousand and six hundred, keep¬ 
ing tho charge of the sanctuary. 

29 The families of tho eons of Ko- 
hatb shall pitch on the side of the 
tabernacle southward. 

:10 And the chief of the house of 
the father of tho families of the Ko¬ 
hathites shall be Elizaphan the son 
of Uzzicl. 

31 And thoir charge shall be the ark, 
and the table, and the candlcstiok, 
and the altars, and the vessels of the 
sanctuary wherewith they minister, 
and tho banging, and all the service 
Iheroof. 

32 And Eloazar the bod of Aaron 
tho priest shall bo ohief over the 
chief of tho Lcvilos, and have the 
oversight of thorn that keep tho charge 
of the sanctuary. 

33 Of Merari was the family of the 
Mahlites, and the family of the 
Mushites ; these are the families of 
Merari. 

34 And those that were numbered 
of thorn, aooording to the number of 
all the maloB, from a month old and 
upward, were six thousand and two 
hundred. 

35 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the families of Merari 
was Zuriel tho son of Abihail; theso 
shall pitch on the Bide of the taber- 
naclo northward. 

36 And under the oustodv and 
ahargo of the sons of Merari shall bo 
tho boards of the tabernacle, and the 
bars theroof, and tho pillars thereof, 
and the sockets thereof, and all the 
vobboIb thereof, and all that sorveth 
thereto, 

37 And the pillars of the oonrt 
round about, and thoir sockets, and 
their pins, and their cords. 

38 But thoso that oncamp before 
the tabernacle toward the east, even 
before the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation eastward, shall be Moses, and 
Aaron and his sons, keeping the 
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charge of the sanotuary for the charge 
of (he children of Israel; and the 
stranger that comcth nigh shall be 
put to death. 

39 All that were numhered of the 
Levites, which Moses and Aaron 
numbered at tho commandment of 
the Lord, throughout their families, 
all the males from a month old and 
upward, were twenty and two thou¬ 
sand. 

40 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Number all the first-born of the males 
of the ohildren of Israel from a month 
old and upward, and take tho num¬ 
ber of their names. 

41 And thou shalt take the Levites 
for mo (I am the Lord) instead of all 
the first-born among the children of 
Israel; and the oattle of the Levites 
instead of all the firstlings among 
tho cattle of the ohildren of Israel. 

42 And Moses numbered, as tho 
Lord commanded him, all the first¬ 
born among the children of Israel. 

43 And all the first-born males by 
the number of names, from a month 
old and upward, of thoso that were 
numbered of them, were twenty and 
two thousand two hundred and three¬ 
score and thirteen. 

44 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

45 Take the Levites instead of all 
tho first-born among tho ohildren of 
Israel, and the oattle of the Levites 
instead of their oattle; and the 
Levitos shall be mine; I am the 
Lord. 

46 And for those that are to be re¬ 
deemed of the two hundred and three¬ 
score and thirteen of the first-born 
of tho children of Israel, whioh are 
more than the Levites ; 

47 Thou shalt'eveu take five shekels 
apieoe by the poll, after the shekel ol 
the sanotuary shalt thou take them ; 
(the shekol is twenty gerahs;) 

48 And thou shalt give the money, 
wherewith the odd number of them 
is to be redeemed, unto Aaron and to 
his sons. 

49 And Moses took the redemption 
money of them that were over and 
above thorn that were redeomed by 
the LeviteB; 

60 Of tho first-born of the ohildren 
of Israel took he the money; a thou¬ 
sand throe hundred and threescore 
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and five shekels, after the shako] of 
tho sanotuary; 

51 And Moaea gave the money of 
them that wore redeemed unto Aaron 
and to his sons, according to the word 
of the Lord, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

CIIAPTER IV. 

The age and time of the Letritef tervice—Thc 
tabernacle—The charge of Eleazar, 

ND tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 Take the sum of the eons of Ko- 
hath from among tho eons of Levi, 
after their families, by the house of 
their fathers, 

3 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward even until fifty years old, all 
that enter into the host, to do tho 
work in the tabernacle of theoongre- 
gation. 

4 This shall be the Bervice of the 
sons of Kohath in the tabornaole of 
the congregation, about the most holy 
things. 

5 And when the camp settoth for¬ 
ward, Aaron shall come, and his sons, 
and thoy shall take down y tho cover¬ 
ing veil, and cover the ark of testi¬ 
mony with it; 

6 And shall put thereon the cover¬ 
ing of badgers' skins, and shall 
spread over it a cloth wholly of blue, 
and Bhall put in the staveB thereof. 

7 And upon the table of showbread 
they Bhall spread a oloth of blue, and 
put thoroon the dishos, and the spoons, 
and the bowls, and covers to cover 
withal; and the continual bread shall 
be thereon: 

8 And they shall spread upon them 
a oloth of scarlet, and cover the same 
with a covering of badgers’ skins, 
and Bhall put in the staves thereof. 

9 And they shall take a cloth of 
bine, and cover the candlestick of the 
light, and his lamps, and his tongs, 
and his snuff-dishes, and all the oil 
vessels thereof, wherewith they min¬ 
ister unto it; 

10 And they shall put it and all the 
vessels thereof within a oovering of 
badgers' skins, and shall put it upon 
a bar. 

11 And upon the golden altar they 
shall spread a oloth of blue, and oov- 
er it with a oovering of badgers’ 
skins, and shall pnt to the staves 
thereof; 


12 And they shall take all the in¬ 
struments of ministry, wherowith they 
minister in the sanctuary, and pul 
them in a cloth of blue, and cover 
them with a covering of badgers’ 
skins, and shall put them on a bar. 

13 And they snail take away the 
ashes from the altar, and spread a 
purple cloth thereon: 

14 And they shall put upon it all 
the vessels thereof, wherewith they 
minister about it, even the censers, 
the fleshhooks, and tho shovels, and 
the basins, all the vessels of the altar; 
and they shall spread upon it a cov¬ 
ering of badgers’ skins, and put to 
the staves of it. 

15 And when Aaron and his sons 
have made an end of covering the 
sanctuary, and all the vessels of the 
sanctuary, as the camp is to set for¬ 
ward ; after that, the sons of Kohath 
Bhalf come to bear it; but they shall 
not touch any holy thing, lest they 
die. These things are the burden of 
the sons of Kohath in the tabernacle 
of tho congregation. 

16 And to the office of Eleaxar the 
eon of Aaron the priest pertaineth 
the oil for the light, and the sweet 
incense, and the daily meat-offering, 
and the anointing oil, and the over¬ 
sight of all the tahernacle, and of all 
that therein is, in tho sanctuary, and 
in the vessels thereof. 

17 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

18 Cut ye not off the tribe of the 
families of the Kohathites from 
among the Lovites; 

19 But thus do unto them, that they 
may live, and not die, when they ap¬ 
proach unto the most holy things; 
Aaron and his sons shall go in, and 
appoint them every one to his servioe 
and to his burden ; 

20 But they shall not go in to see 
when the holy things are covered, 
lest they die. 

21 And the Lord spake unto Moaes, 
saying, 

22 Take also the snm of the sons of 
Qershon, throughout the houses of 
their fathers, by their families; 

23 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward until fifty yoars old shalt thou 
number them; all that enter in to 
porform the servioe, to do the work 
in the tabernacle of the congregation. 
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24 This is the servioe of the families 
of tho Gershonites, to serve, and for 
burdcDS; 

25 And they shall bear the curtains 
of the tabernacle, and the labernnole 
of the congregation, hia covering, and 
the covering of the badgers’ skins 
that is ahovo upon it, and the hang¬ 
ing for the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, 

26 And the hangiug9 of the court, 
and the hanging for the door of the 
gate of tho court, which is hy the 
tabernacle and by the altar round 
about, and their cords, and all the 
instruments of thoir service, and all 
that is made for them; so shall they 
sorre. 

27 At the appointment of Aaron 
and his bods snail be all tho service 
of tho sons of tho Gcrshonites, in all 
their burdens, and in all their ser- 
vico ; and ye shall appoint unto them 
in charge all their burdens. 

28 This is the service of the fami¬ 
lies of tho sons of Gershon in the 
tabernaole of the congregation ; and 
their ohargo shall be under the hand 
of Ithamar the eon of Aaron the 
priest. 

29 Ab for the sons of Morari, thou 
shalt number them after their fami¬ 
lies, by tho house of thoir fathers ; 

30 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward oven unto fifty years old shalt 
thou Dumhcr them, evory one that 
entereth into the servioe, to do the 
work of tho tabernaole of the con¬ 
gregation. 

31 And this is tho ohargo of thoir 
burden, according to all their servioe 
in the tabornaole of the congregation; 
the boards of the tabernacle, and the 
bars thereof, and the pillars thereof, 
and sockets thoreof, 

o2 And the pillars of the oourt 
round about, and their sookots, and 
their pinB, and their cords, with all 
their instruments, and with all thoir 
service ; and by name yo shall reckon 
the instruments of the oharge of 
their burden. 

33 This is tho sorvioe of the fami¬ 
lies of the sons of Merari, according 
to all their service, in the tabernaole 
of tho congregation, under the hand 
of Ithamar the son of Aaron the 
priest. 

84 And Moses and Aaron and the 
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chief of the congregation numbered 
the sons of the Eohathites after theii 
families, and after the house of their 
fathers, 

35 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward even unto fifty years old, every 
one that entereth into the service, 
for tho work in the tabernaole of the 
congregation; 

36 And those that were numhered 
of them hy their families were two 
thousand seven hundred and fifty, 

37 These were they that were num¬ 
bered of the families of the Kohath- 
ites, all that might do service in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, which 
Moses and Aaron did number accord¬ 
ing to the commandments of the Lord 
hy the hand of Moses. 

38 And those that were numbered 
of tho sons of Gershon, throughout 
their families, and by the house of 
their fathers, 

39 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward evon unto fifty years old, every 
one that entereth into the service, 
for the work of the tabernaole of the 
congregation, 

40 Even those that were numhered 
of them, throughout their families, 
by the house of their fathers, were 
two thousand and six hundred and 
thirty. 

41 TheBo aro they that were num¬ 
bered of the families of the sons of 
Gershon, of all that might do servioe 
in (he tabernacle of the congregation, 
whom Moses and Aaron did number 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord. 

42 And those that were numbered 
of the families of the sons of Merari, 
throughout their families, by the 
houBo of their fathers, 

43 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward oven onto fifty years old, every 
ono that entereth into the Berviae, 
for the work of the tahernaclo of the 
congregation, 

44 Even those that wore numbered 
of thorn after their families, were 
three thousand and two hundred. 

45 These be thoso that were num¬ 
bered of the families of the sons of 
Merari, whom Mobob and Aaron num¬ 
bered according to the word of the 
Lord by the hand of Mosos. 

46 All those that were numbered of 
the Levites, whom Moses and Aaron 
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and tne chiuf of Israel numbered, 
after their families, and after the 
house of their fathers, 

47 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward evon unto 6fty years old, every 
one that came to do the service of the 
ministry, and the service of the bur- 
don in the tahernaclc of the congre¬ 
gation, 

48 Even those that were numbered 
of them, were eight thousand and five 
hundred and four-score. 

49 According to the commandment 
of the Lord they were numbered by 
the hand of Moses, every one accord¬ 
ing to his service, and according to 
his burden; thus were they numbered 
of him, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 


CHAPTER V. 

The unclean removed — Restitution—Of 
jealousy. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the ohildren of Israel, 
that they put out of the oamp every 
leper, and every one that hath an 
issue, and whosoever is defiled by the 
dead; 

3 Both male and female shall ye 
put out, without the camp shall ye 
put them ; that they defile not their 
camps, in the midst whereof I dwelt. 

4 And the children of Israel did so, 
and put them out without the camp; 
as the Lord spake unto Moses, so did 
the children of Israel. 

b And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

6 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
When a man or woman shall commit 
any sin that men commit, to do a 
trespass against the Lord, and that 
person be guilty; 

7 Then they shall confess their sin 
which they have done; and he shall 
recompense his trespass with tbe 

S ri no i pal thereof, and add unto it the 
fth part thereof, and give it unto 
him against whom he bath tres- 

if the man have no kinsman 
to recompense the trespass unto, let 
the trespass be recompensed unto tho 
Lord, even to the priest; beside the 
ram of the atonement, whereby an 
atonement shall be made for him. 

9 And every offering of all tho holy 
thingB of the children of Israel, which 


passed. 
8 But 



they bring unto the priest, shall be 
his. 

10 And every man’s hallowed Ihingi 
shall be his; whatsoever any man 
giveth the priest, it shall be his. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, If any 
man's wife go aside, and commit a 
trespass against him. 

13 And a man lie with her car¬ 
nally, and it be hid from the eyes of 
her husband, aDd be kept close, and 
she be defiled, and there be no wit¬ 
nesses against her, neither she be 
taken with the manner; 

14 And the spirit of jealousy come 
upon him, and he be jealous of his 
wife, and she be defiled; or if tbe 
spirit of jealousy come upon him, 
and he be jealous of his wife, and 
she be not defiled ; 

15 Then shall the man bring his 
wife unto the priest, and he shall 
bring her offeriug for her, the tenth 
part of an ephah of barley meal; he 
shall pour no oil upon it, nor put 
frankincense thereon; for it is an 
offering of jealousy, an offering of 
memorial, bringing iniquity to re 
meinbrancc. 

16 And the priest shall bring her 
near, and set her hefore the Lord; 

17 And the priest shall take holy 
water in an earthen vessel; and of 
the dust that is in the floor of tho 
tabernacle the priest shall take, and 
put it into tho water; 

IS And the priost shall set the wo 
man before tne Lord, and uncover 
the woman’s head, uad put the offer¬ 
ing of memorial in her hands, which 
is the jealousy offering; and tho 

t mest shall have in his hand tbe 
jitter water that causeth the curse. 

19 And the priest shall charge her 
by an oath, and 9ay unto the woman, 
If no man have lain with thee, and 
if thou hast not gone aside to uu 
cleanness with anothor instead of th) 
husband, be thou free from this bit 
ter water that causeth the curse; 

20 llut if thou hast gone aside to 
another instead of thy husband, and 
if thou be defiled, and some man 
have lain with thee beside thino hus¬ 
band ; 

21 Then the priost shall charge ths 
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vomaii with an oath of cursing, and 
the priest shall Bay unto the woman, 
The Lord mako thee a curse and an 
oath among thy people, when the 
Lord doth make thy thigh to rot, 
and thy belly to swell; 

22 And this water that causcth the 
ourse shall go into thy bowels, to 
make thy belly to swell, and thy 
thigh to rot. And the woman shall 
say, Amen, amen. 

23 And the priest shall write these 
curses in a book, and he shall blot 
them out with the bitter water; 

24 And ho shall cause the woman 
to drink the bitter water that causelh 
the curse ; and tho water that causcth 
the curse shall enter into her, and 
become hitter. 

25 Then tho priest shall take the 
jealousy offering out of the woman's 
band, and shall wave the offering 
neforo tho Lord, end offer it upon 
the alter; 

26 And tho priest shall take a 
handful of the offering, even the 
memorial thereof, and burn it upon 
the altar, and afterward shall cause 
the womnn to drink the water. 

27 And when ho hath made her to 
driuk tho water, then it Bhall oome to 
pass, that if she be defiled, and have 
done trespass against her husband, 
that tho water that causcth tho ourBe 
shall enter into her, and bcoome bit¬ 
ter, and her belly Bhall swell, and 
her thigh shall rot; and tho woman 
shall bo a curso among her peoplo. 

28 And if tho woman bo not defiled, 
but bo clean ; then she shall be free, 
and shQll conceive seed. 

20 This is the law of jealousies, 
when a wifo gocth aside to another 
instead of her husband, and is de¬ 
filed ; 

30 Or when the spirit of jealousy 
comoth upon him, and ho be jealous 
over his wife, and shall set tho wo¬ 
man before tho Lord, and the priest 
shall execute upon her all this law. 

31 Then shall (he man be guiltless 
from iniquity, and this woman shall 
bear her iniquity. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The law of the. Natarilu—The farm of 
b leering. 

ND tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 


m 

and say unto them, When either man 
or woman shall separate themselves 
to vow a vow of a Nazarito, to sepa¬ 
rate themselves unto the Lord; 

3 lie shall separate himself from 
wine and strong drink, and Bhall 
drink no vinegnr of wine, or vinegar 
of strong drink, neither shall he 
drink any liquor of grapes, nor eat 
moist grapes, or dried. 

A All the days of his separation 
shall he cat nothing that is made of 
the vine tree, from the kernels even 
to the husk. 

5 All the dAys of tho vow of his 
separation there shall no razor come 
upon his head; until the days be ful¬ 
filled, in the which he Beparatcth 
himself unto the Lord, he ehall ho 
holy, and shall let the locks of the 
hair of his head grow. 

6 All the days that ho separateth 
himself unto the Lord, he shall come 
At no dead body. 

7 He shall not make himself un¬ 
clean for his father, or for his mother, 
for his brother, or for his sister, when 
they die ; because tho consecration 
of his God is upon his head. 

9 All the days of his separation he 
is holy unto the Lord. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly 
by him, and ho hath defiled the head 
of his consecration; then he shall 
shave his head in the day of bis 
cleansing, on tho seventh day shall 
he shave it. 

10 And on the eighth day be shall 
bring two turtles, or two young 
pigeons, to the priest, to the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation ; 

11 And the priest shall offer the one 
for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering, And make ad atone¬ 
ment for him, for that he sinned by 
tho dead, and shall hallow his head 
that same day. 

12 And he shall consecrate unto 
the Lord the days of his separation, 
and shall bring a lamb of the first 
year for a trespass offering; but the 
days that wore before shall he lost, 
becauso his separation was defiled. 

13 And this is the law of the Nai- 
arite; whon the days of his separa¬ 
tion aro fulfilled, he shall be brought 
unto the door of the tabornacle of 
the congregation; 

14 And he shall offer his offering 
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onto the Lord, one ho lamb of the 
first year without blemish for a burnt 
offering, and one ewe lamb of the 
first year without hlemish for a sin 
offering, and one rain without blem¬ 
ish for peace offerings, 

15 And a baBkct of unleavened 
hread, cakes of fine flour mingled 
with oil, and wafers of unleavened 
bread anointed with oil, and their 
meat offering, and their drink offer¬ 
ings. 

16 And the priest shall hring them 
before the Lord, and shall offer his 
sin offering, and his burnt offering; 

17 And he shall offer the ram for 
a sacrifice of peace offerings unto the 
Lord, with the basket of unleavened 
bread; the priest shall offer also his 
meat offering, and his drink offer¬ 
ing. 

18 And the Nazarite shall shave 
the head of his separation at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall take the hair of the head 
of bis separation, and put it in the 
fire which is under the sacrifice of 
the peaco offerings. 

16 ADd the priest shall take the 
sodden shoulder of the ram, and one 
unleavened cake out of the basket, 
and one unleavened wafer, and shall 
put Cnem upon the hands of the Naz- 
arite, after the hair of his separation 
s shaven; 

20 And the priest shall wave them 
for a wave offering before the Lord; 
Ibis is holy for (he priest, with the 
wave breast and heave shoulder; and 
after that the Nazarite may drink 
wine. 

21 This is the law of the Nazarite 
who hath vowed, and of his offering 
unto the Lord for his separation, 
besides that that hie hand shall get; 
acoording to the vow which he vowed, 
so he must do aftor the law of his 
separation. 

22 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

23 Speak unto Aaron and unto his 
aons, saying, On this wise ye sknll 
bless the children of Israel, saying 
onto them, 

24 The Lord bless theo, and keep 
thee; 

25 The Lord make his face shine 
upon thee, and be graoious unto 
thee; 


26 The Lord lift up his countenance 
upon thee, and give theo peace. 

27 Andthey shall put my name upon 
the children of Israel, and 1 will 
bless them. 

CHAPTER VII. 

The dedication of the tabernacle and altar — 
God rpeaketh to Mottxfnm, the mcrcy-teaL 
ND it came to pass on the day 
that Moses had fully set up the 
tabernacle, and had anointed it, and 
sanctified it, and all the instruments 
thereof, both the altar and all the 
vessels thereof, and had anointed 
them, and sanctified them ; 

2 That the princes of Israel, heads 
of the house of their fathers, who 
were the princea of the tribes, and 
were over them that were numbered, 
offered; 

3 And they brought their offering 
before the Lord, sir covered wagons, 
and twelve oren ; a wagon for two of 
the princes, and for each one an ox ; 
and they hrought them before the 
tabernacle. 

4 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
saying, 

5 Take it of them, that they maybe 
to do the service of the tabernacle of 
the congregation ; and thou shalt give 
them unto the Levites, to every man 
according to his service. 

6 And Moses took the wagons and 
the oxen, and gave them unto the 
Levites. 

7 Two wagons and four oxen he 
gave unto the sons of Gershon, 
according to their service; 

8 And four wagons and eight oxen 
he gave unto the sons of Merari, 
according unto their service, under 
the hand of Itbamar the son of Aaron 
the priest. 

9 But unto the sons of Kohath he 
gave none; beoause the service of 
tho sanctuary belonging unto them 
was that they should bear upon theiT 
shoulders. 

10 And the prinoes offered for 
dedicating of the altar in the day 
that it was anointed, even the princes 
offered their offering before the 
altar. 

11 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
They shall offer their offering, each 
prince on bis day, for the dedicating 
of the altar. 

12 And he that offered his offer 
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ag the first day was Nahshon the 
sod of Amminadab, of the tribe of 
Judah ; 

13 And his offering was oue silvor 
chargor, the weight whereof was a 
hundred and thirty shekels, ono silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of 
them wcro full of tine flour mingled 
with oil for a meat offering; 

14 One spoon of ton shekels of gold, 
full of iccenee; 

15 One young bullock, one ram, one 
latnb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

16 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

17 And for a sacrifice of peaoe 
offerings, two oxen, fivo rams, five ho 
goats, fivo lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Nahshon the 
son of Amminadab. 

18 On tho seoond day Nethaneel 
the son of Zuar, prinoe of Issachar, 
did offer; 

19 He offored for his offering one 
silver charger, the woight whereof 
was a hundred and thirty shekels, 
one silver bowl of seventy shekels, 
after the shekel of tho sanotuary; 
both of them full of fine flour mingled 
with oil for a meat offering; 

20 One spoon of gold of ton shekels, 
full of inconso; 

21 One young bullock, ono ram, one 
Inmh of tho first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

22 Ono kid of the goats for a sin 
offoring; 

23 And for a saorifloe of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, five lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Nethaneel the 
son of Zuar. 

24 On tho third day Eliab the son 
of Uolon, prinoe of the children of 
Zebulun, did offer; 

25 HiB offering was one silver char¬ 
gor, the weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekols, after tho 
shekel of the sanotuary; both of thorn 
full of fine flour mingled with oil for 
a meat offering ; 

26 Ono golden spoon of ten shekols, 
full of inoense; 

27 One yoang bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the flrst year, for a burnt 
offering; 
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26 One kid of the goats for a aln 
offering ; 

29 And for a saorifloe of peaoe offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, five lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Eliab the son 
of Helon. 

30 On the fourth day Elizur the son 
of Shedeur, prinoe of the ohildren of 
Reuben, did offer; 

31 His offoring was one silver char¬ 
ger of the weight of a hundred and 
thirty shekels, one silver bowl of 
seventy shekels, after the shekel of 
the sanotuary; both of them full of 
fine flour mingled with oil for a meat 
offoring; 

32 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; 

33 One young hullook, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

34 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

35 And for a saorifloe of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, five lamhs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Elizur the son 
of Shedeur. 

36 On the fifth day Shelumiol the 
son of Zuriehaddai, prinoe of the 
ohildren of Simeon, did offer; 

37 His offering was one silver char¬ 
ger, the weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
howl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanotuary; both of 
them full of fine flour mingled with 
oil for a inert, offering ; 

38 Ono golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of inoense; 

39 Ono young bullook, one ram, one 
lamb of the fir6t year, for a burnt 
offering; 

40 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

41 And for a soerifioe of peaoe offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, five lambs of the first year; 
this waB tho offering of Shelumiel the 
son of Zuriehaddai. 

42 Ou the sixth day Eliasaph the 
son of Deuel, prince of the ohildren 
of tiad, offered; 

43 Ilis offering was one silver ohar- 
gor of U»o weight of a hundred and 
thirty shekels, a silver bowl of seventy 
shekels, aftor the shekel of the eano- 
tuary ; both of them full of fine floor 
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mingled with oil for a meat offering; 

44 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
fall of incense; 

45 One young bullock, one ram, one 
Iamb of the firr*. year, for a burnt 
offering; 

46 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

47 And for a sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, fire rams, fire he 
goats, fire Iambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Eliasapb the 
son of Deuel. 

43 On the screnth day Elishama the 
son of Ainmihud, prince of the chil¬ 
dren of Ephraim, offered; 

49 His offering was one silver 
charger, the weight whereof was a 
hundred and thirty shekels, one sil¬ 
ver bowl of seventy shekels, after tho 
shekel of tho sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine Hour mingled with oil for 
a meat offering; 

50 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; 

51 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

52 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

53 And for a sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, fire ram9, five he 
goats, fire lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Elishama the 
eon of Ammihud. 

54 Ou the eighth day offered Ga¬ 
maliel the son of Pedahzur, prince 
of the children of Manas9ch ; 

55 His offering waB one silver 
oharger of the weight of a hundred 
and thirty shekels, ono silver bowl 
of seventy shekels, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary; both of thorn full 
of fine flour mingled with oil for a 
meat offering; 

56 Ono golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; 

57 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of Lhe first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

58 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

59 And for a sacrifice of peaoo offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, five lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Gamaliol the 
ion of Pedahzur. 

60 On the ninth day Abidan the son 


of Gideoni, prince of the children of 
Benjamin, offered; 

G1 His offering was one silver char¬ 
ger, the weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of 
them full of fine flour mingled with 
oil for a meat offering; 

62 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense; 

63 One young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

64 One kid of the goals for a su 
offering; 

65 And for a sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rams, five he 
goats, five lambs of the first year; 
this was tho offering of Abidan the 
son of Gideoni. 

CC On the tenth day Ahiezer the 
son of Ammishaddai, prince of the 
children of Dan, offered; 

67 His offering was one silver 
charger, the weight whereof was a 
hundred and thirty shekels, one sil¬ 
ver bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary; both of them 
full of fine flour mingled with oil foi 
a meat offering; 

63 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of incense. 

69 Ono young bullock, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

70 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

71 And for a sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five ram9, five bo 
goats, five lambs of the first year; 
this was the offering of Ahiezer the 
son of Ammishaddai. 

72 Od the eleventh day Pagiel the 
son of Ocran, prince of the children 
of Asher, offored; 

73 His offering was one silver ohar¬ 
ger, the weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl of seventy shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanotuary; both of 
them full of fine flour mingled with 
oil for a moat offering; 

74 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of iuocn9e; 

75 One young bullook, one ram, one 
lamb of the first year, for a burnt 
offering; 
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70 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering; 

77 And for a sacrifice of peace offer* 
iogs, two oxen, five rams, fivo ho 
goats, 6ve lambs of the firBt year; 
this was tho offering of Pagiel the 
son of Oeran. 

78 On tho twolfth day Ahira the 
son of Enan, priuco of the children 
of Naphtali, offered; 

79 llis offering was one silver char¬ 
ger, tho weight whereof was a hun¬ 
dred and thirty shekels, one silver 
bowl uf seventy shekels, after tho 
Bhckcl of the sanctuary; both of 
them full of fiuo Hour mingled with 
oil for a moat offering; 

80 One golden spoon of ten shekels, 
full of inconse; 

81 Ono young bullock, one ruin, ono 
lamb of tho first year, for a burnt 
offering; 

82 Ono kiff of the gouts for a sin 
offering; 

83 And for a sucriGcc of peace offer¬ 
ings, two oxen, five rums, Gvo he 
goats, fivo lambs of tho first year; 
this was Lhe offering of Abira the son 
of Enan. 

8-t This was the dedication of the 
altar, in the day when it was anointed, 
by the princes of Israel; twelve char¬ 
gors of silvor, twelve silver bowls, 
twelve spoons of gold; 

85 Eacn charger of Bilvor weighing 
a hundred and thirty shekels, each 
bowl seventy; all the silver vessels 
weighed two thousand and four hun¬ 
dred shekels, after the shekel of tho 
sanctuary ; 

86 Tho golden spoons wore twelve, 
full of incense, weighing ton shokels 
apiece, after the shekel of tho sanctu¬ 
ary ; all the gold of tho spoons was a 
hundred and twenty shekels. 

87 All the oxen for tho burnt offer¬ 
ing wero twelve bullocks, the rams 
twolve, tho lambs of tho first year 
twelve, with their moot offering; and 
tho kids of the goats for a sin offer¬ 
ing twolvo. 

68 And All tho oxen for the saorifloo 
of tho peace offerings wero twenty 
and four bullocks, the rams sixty, 
the ho goats sixty, tbo lambs of tho 
first year sixty. This was tho dodi- 
oation of the altar, after that it was 
anointed. 

80 Andorhen Moses was gono into 
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the tabernacle of the congregation 
to speak with him, then he heard 
the voice of one speaking unto him 
from off the mercy seat that wu 
upon the ark of the testimony, lrom 
between the two cherubim; and he 
spake unto him. 

CIIAPTKR VIII. 

The consecration of the Levites—The agt and 
time ofthar service. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
eaying, 

2 Speak UDto Aaron, and say unto 
him, When thou lightest the lamps, 
tho seven lamps shall give light over 
against the candlestick. 

3 And Aaron did so; he lighted 
the lamps thereof over against the 
candlestick, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

4 And this work of the candlestick 
was of beaten gold; unto the shaft 
thereof, an to the flowers thereof, was 
beaten work ; acoording unto the pat¬ 
tern which the Lord had showed 
Moses, so he made the candlestick. 

5 And tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

6 Take the Levites from among the 
children of Israel, and oleanse them. 

7 And thus shalt thon do unto them, 
to cleanse them; Sprinkle water of 
purifying upon them, and let them 
shave all their flesh, and lot them 
wash thoir clothes, and so make 
thcmsolves clean. 

8 Then let them take a young bol¬ 
lock with his meat offering, even fine 
flour minglod with oil, and another 
young bullock shalt thou take for a 
sin offoring. 

9 And thou shalt bring the Levites 
before the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation ; and thon Bhalt gather the 
whole assembly of the children of 
Israel together. 

10 And thou shalt bring the Levites 
before tho Lord; and the children of 
Israel shall put their hands upon the 
Levitos; 

11 And Aaron shall offer the Le¬ 
vites bofore the Lord for an offering 
of the children of Israel, that they 
may exocute the servioe of the 
Lord. 

12 And tho Lovites shall lay their 
hands upon the heads of the bullocks; 
and thou shalt offer the one for a sin 
offoring, and the othor for a burnt of- 
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faring, unto the Lord, to make an 
atonement for the Lcvitesv. 

13 And thou sbalt set the Levites 
before Aaron, and before bia Bon9, 
and offer them for an offering unto 
the Lord. 

14 Thus bhalt thou separate the' 
Levites from among the children 
of Israel: and the Levites shall be 
mine. 

15 And after that shall the Levites 
go in to do the service of the’ taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation; and thou 
shalt cleanse them, and offer them for 
an offering. 

10 For they are wholly given unto 
me from amoDg the children of Is¬ 
rael ; instead of such as open every 
womb, even instead of the first-born 
of all the children of Israel, have I 
taken them unto me. 

17 For all the first-born of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel are mine, both man 
and beast; on the day that I smote 
every Grsl-born in the land of Egypt 
I sanctified them for myself. 

IS And I have taken the Levites 
for all the first-born of the children 
of Israel. 

19 And I have given the Levites 
as a gift to Aaron and to his sons 
from among the children of Israel, to 
do the service of the children of Is¬ 
rael in the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, and to make an atonement lor 
the children of Israel: that there be 
no plague among the children of Is¬ 
rael, when the children of Israel come 
nigh unto the sanctuary. 

20 And Moses, and Aaron, and all 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel, did to the LeviLes according 
unto all that the Lord commanded 
Moses concerning the Levites, so did 
the children of Israel unto them. 

21 And tbc Levites were purified, 
and they washed their clothes; and 
Aaron offered them as an offering 
before the Lord; and Aaron made 
an atouement for them to cleanse 
them. 

22 And after that went the Levites 
in to do their service in the taberna¬ 
cle of the congregation before Aaron, 
and before bis sons ; as tbc Lord had 
commanded Moses concerning the 
Levites, so did they unto them. 

23 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 


24 This is it that belongeth unto 
the Levites; from twenty and five 
years old and upward they shall go 
in to wait upon the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation ; 

25 And from the age of fifty years 
they shall cease waiting upon the 
service thereof, and shall serve no 
more; 

26 But shall minister with their 
brethren in the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, to keep the charge, and 
shall do no service. Thus shall thou 
do unto the Levites touching their 
charge. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The pas saver is commanded again—The cloud 
guide!h the Jsradiles. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, in 
the .first month of the second year 
after they were come out of the land 
of Egypt, saying, 

2 Let the children of Israel also 
keep the passover at his appointed 
season. 

3 In the fourteenth day of this 
month, at even, ye shall keep it in 
his appointed season ; according to all 
the rites of it, and according to all 
the ceremonies thereof, shall ye keep 
it. 

4 And Moses spake unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, that they shouid keep 
the passover. 

5 And they kept the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the first month 
at even in the wilderness of Sinai; 
according to all that the Lord com* 
mnnded Moses, so did the children of 
Israel. 

6 And there were certain men, who 
were defiled by the dead body of a 
man, that they could not keep the 
passover on that day; and they came 
before Moses and before Aaron on 
that day. 

7 And those men said unto him, 
Wc are defiled by the dead body of a 
man; wherefore are we kept back, 
that wc may not offer an offering of 
the Lord in his appointed season 
among the children of Israel ? 

S And Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, aud I will hear what the Lord 
will command concerning you. 

9 And Lhc Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak unto the cbildjr^ of Is- 
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reel, saying, If any mao of yon or of 
your posterity shall bo unclean by 
reason of a dead body, or be in a 
journey afar off, yet he ahull keep 
the paBsover unto tho Lord. 

11 The fourteenth day of the second 
month at even they shall keep it, and 
eat it with unleavened bread and bit¬ 
ter herha. 

12 They shall leave none of it unto 
the morning, nor break any bono of 
it; according to all tho ordinances of 
the passovcr they shall keep it. 

13 But the man that is clean, and 
io not in a journey, and forbeareth to 
keep the paBsover, even the same 
soul shall be cut off from among his 
people; bcoause he brought not tho 
offering of the Lord in his appointed 
season, that man shall bear his 
sin. 

14 And if a strangor shall sojourn 
among you, and will keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord ; according to the 
ordinance of tbepassovor, and accord¬ 
ing to the manner thereof, so shall he 
do ; ye Bhall havo ono ordinance, both 
for the stranger, and for him that was 
born in the land. 

15 And on tho day that Lhe taber¬ 
nacle was reared up the cloud cover¬ 
ed the tabernacle, namely, the tent 
of the testimony; and at even there 
was upon the tabornnclo as it were 
the appearance of flro, until the 
morning. 

10 So it wbb alwny; the cloud 
oovered it by day, and the appear¬ 
ance of lire by night. 

17 And whon the oloud was taken 
up from the tabernacle, then after 
that tho children of Israel journeyed; 
and in tho place where tho cloud 
abode, there tho children of Israol 
pitched thoir lonts. 

16 At tho oomniandmenl of tho 
Lord tho children of Israel journoyod, 
and at tho commandment of tho 
Lord they pitched ; as long as tho 
oloud abode upon the tabornoclo they 
rested in Lheir tents. 

10 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon tho tabornaole many days, then 
the ohildrcn of Israol kept the obargo 
of the Lord, and journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, whon the oloud 
was a few days upon tho tabornaole; 
according to tho oommnndmont of 
tho Lord they abode in thoir tents, 


and according to the commandment 
of tho Lord they journoyod. 

21 And so it was, when tho cloud 
abode from even unto the morning, 
and Lhat the clond was taken up in 
tho morning, then they journeyed ; 
whethor it was by day or by night 
that the oloud was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

22 Or whether it were two days, or 
a month, or a year, that the cloud 
tarried upon the tabernacle, remain¬ 
ing thereon, the children of Israel 
abode in thoir tents, and journoyed 
not; hut when it was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

23 At the commandment of the 
Lord they rested in their tents, and 
At the commandment of tho Lord 
they journeyed; they kept the charge 
of the Lord, at the commandment of 
the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

CHAPTER X. 

The silver trumpets—The Israelites remove 

from Sinai to Paran—The blessing of Mo¬ 
ses at the removing and resting of the ark. 
ND tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Make thee two trumpets of silver; 
of a wholo piece shalt thou make 
them ; that thou mayoet use them for 
the calling of the assembly, and for 
tho journeyings of tho oamps. 

3 And when thoy shall blow with 
them, all the assembly shall assemble 
themselves to thee at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 And if they blow but with one 
trumpet, then tho princes, whioh are 
heads of the thousands of Israol, 
shall gather them solves uuto thee. 

5 When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lio on the oast parts shall 
go forward. 

6 When ye blow an alarm the seoond 
timo, then the oamps that lie on the 
south Bide shall take their journey; 
thoy shall blow an alarm for their 
journeys. 

7 But when the oongregation is to 
be gathered together, ye shall blow, 
but yo shall not sound An amrin. 

8 And tho sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpots; and 
they shall bo to you for au ordinance 
for evor throughout your generations. 

9 And if ye go to war in your land 
against tho enemy that oppresseth 
you, thon ye shall blow an alarm with 
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the trumpets; and ye shall be re- I 
membered before the Lord your God, 
and ye shall be saved from your ene¬ 
mies. 

10 Also in ‘he day of your glad¬ 
ness, and in your solemn days, and 
in the beginnings of your months, ye 
shall blow with the trumpets over 
your burnt offerings, and over the 
sacrifices of your peace offerings; 
that they may be to you for a me¬ 
morial before your God; I am the 
Lord your God. 

11 And it came to pass on the 
twentieth day of the second month, 
in the second year, that the cloud 
was taken up from off the tabernacle 
of the testimony. 

12 And the children of Israel took 
their journeys out of the wilderness 
of Sinai: and the cloud reeted in the 
wilderness of Paran. 

13 And they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses. 

14 In the first plaee went tho stand¬ 
ard of the camp of the children of 
Judah according to their armies : and 
over his host was Nahshon the son 
of Amminadab. 

15 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Issachar was Neth- 
aneel the son of Zuar. 

16 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Zcbulun was Eliab 
tho son of Helon. 

17 And the tabernacle was taken 
down; and the sons of Gershon and 
the eons of Merari set forward, bear¬ 
ing the tabernacle. 

18 And the standard of the oainp 
of Reuben set forward according to 
their armies; and over his host was 
Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

19 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Simeon was Shelu- 
miel the son of Zurishaddai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Gad was Eliasaph 
the son of Deuel. 

21 And the Kohathites set forward, 
bearing the sanctuary; nnd the other 
did set up tho tabernacle against 
they came. 

22 And the standard of tho camp 
of tho children of Ephraim set for¬ 
ward according to their armies ; and 
over his host was Elishama the son 
of Ammibud. 


23 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Manasseh was 
Gamaliel the son of Pedahznr. 

24 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Benjamin was 
Abidan the son of Gideoni. 

25 And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Dan set forward, 
which was the rearward of all the 
camps throughout their hosts; and 
over his host was Ahiezer the son of 
Ammishaddai. 

26 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Asher was Pagiel 
the son of Oeran. 

27 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Naphtali was Ahira 
the son of Enan. 

28 Thus were the joumeyings of 
the children of Israel according to 
their armies, when they set for¬ 
ward. 

29 And Moses said unto Hobah, 
the Bon of Raguel the Midianitc, 
Moses' father-in-law, We are jour¬ 
neying unto the place of which the 
Lord said, I will give it yon: come 
thou with ns, and we will do thee 
good ; for the Lorth hath spoken 
good concerning Israel. 

30 And he said unto him, I will not 
go; but I will depart to mine own 
land, and to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I 
pray thee; forasmuch as thou know- 
est how wo are to encamp in the wil¬ 
derness, and thou mayest be to us 
instead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thou go with 
us, yea, it shall be, that what good¬ 
ness the Lord shall do unto us, the 
same will we do unto thee. 

33 And they departed from the 
mount of the Lord three days’ jour¬ 
ney ; and the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord went before them in the 
three days'journey, to search out a 
resting-place for them. 

34 And the cloud of the Lord was 
upon them by day, when they went 
out of the camp. 

35 And it eame to pass, when the 
ark set forward, that Moses said, 
Rise up, Lord, and lot thine enemies 
be scattored ; and let them that hate 
thee flee before thee. 

36 And when it rested, he said. Re¬ 
turn, 0 Lord, unto the many thev 
sands of Israel. 
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CHAPTER XI, 

The burning at 7U beraJt—The people lust for 
flesh, and loathe manna^htoses complain- 
eth of his charge — Seventy elders called — 
Quails are given in wrath. 

ND when the people complained, 
it displeased the Lord; and the 
Lord heard it; and his anger was 
kindled; and the firo of the Lord 
burnt among them, and consumed 
them that were in the uttermost parts 
of the camp. 

2 And the people cried unto Moses; 
and when Mo^es prayed UDto the 
Lord, the fire was quenched. 

3 And he called the name of the 
place Taborah; because the Ore of 
the Lord burnt among them. 

i And tho mixod multitude that 
was among them fell a lusting; Hnd 
the children of Israol also wept again, 
and said, Who shall give us flosh to eat ? 
5 Wo remember tbe fish, which we 
did eat in Egypt freely; tho cucum¬ 
bers, and I he melons, and the leeks, 
and tho onions, and the garlic ; 

0 Hut now our soul is dried away; 
there iB Dothing at all, bosides this 
mnnna, before our eyes. 

7 And tho manna was as ooriander 
seed, and the colour thereof as the 
colour of bdellium. 

8 And the people went about, and 
galhorod it, and ground it in mills, 
or boat it in a mortar, and baked it 
in pans, and made oakos of it; and 
the taste of it was as tho taste of 
frosh oil. 

1) And wheD the dew fell upon tho 
camp in tho night, Iho manna fell 
upon it. 

10 Then Moses hoard tho people 
wee]) throughout their families, every 
man in tho door of his tent; and the 
anger of tho Lord was kindled 
groatly ; Moses also was displ ased. 

11 And Mobos said unto tno Lord, 
Whereforo hast thou afflicted thy ser¬ 
vant? and whereforo havo I not 
found favour in thy sight, that thou 
layost tho burden of all thiB pooplo 
upon mu ? 

12 Have I oonoeived all this pooplo ? 
have I bogotton thorn, that thou 
shouldest say unto me, Carry thorn 
in thy bosom as a nursing father 
bearoth tho sucking ohild, unto the 
land whioh thou swarost unto thoir 
fathers ? 


13 Whence should [ have flesh to 
give unto all this people? for they 
weep unto me, saying, Give us flesh, 
that we may eat. 

14 lam not ahle to bear all this people 
alone, because it is too heavy for me. 

15 And if thou deal thus with mo, 
kill me, I pray theo, out of hand, if 
I have found favour in thy sight; 
and let me not see my wretchedness. 

16 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Gather unto mo seventy men of the 
elders of Israel, whom thou knowest 
to bo the elders of tho people, and 
officers over them; and oring them 
unto the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion, that they may stand there with 
thoe. 

17 And I will come down and talk 
with thee there; and I will take of 
the Spirit which is upon thee, and 
will put it upon them; and they shall 
hear the burdon of the people with 
thee, that thou boar it not thyself 
alone. 

18 And Bay thou unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves against to-mor¬ 
row, and ye shall eat flesh; for ye 
havo wept in the ears of tho Lord, 
saying, Who shall give us flesh to 
eat ? for it was well with us in 
Egypt; therefore the Lord will give 
you flesh, and ye shall eat. 

13 Yo shall not eat one day, nor two 
days, nor five days, neither ten days, 
nor twenty days; 

20 Bat even a whole month, until 
it oome out at your nostrils, and it 
he loathsome unto you; beoauso that 
ye havo despised the Lord whioh is 
amongyou, and have wept before him, 
saying, Why came we forth out of 
Egypt ? 

21 And Moses said, The people, 
omong whom I am, are six hundred 
thousand footmen ; and thou hast 
said, I will give them flesh, that they 
may oat a whole month. 

22 Shalt the flocks and the herds 
bo slain for them, to suffioe them ? or 
shall all tho flsh of the sea be gathered 
togothor for them, to suffice them? 

23 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Is tho Lord's hand waxod short? 
thou shalt boo now whether my word 
shall coino to puss unto theo or not. 

24 And Moses went out, and told the 
pooplo the words of the Lord, and 
gathered the seventy men of the eld- 
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era of the people, and set them round 
about the tabernacle. 

25 And the Lord came down in a 
cloud, and spake unto him, and took 
of the Spirit that was upon him, and 
gave it unto the seventy elders; and 
it came to pass, that, when the Spirit 
rested upon them, they prophesied, 
and did not cease. 

28 But there remained two of the 
men in the camp, the nnme of the 
one was Eldad, and the name of the 
other Medad; and the Spirit rested 
□pon them; and they were of them 
that wero written, but went not out 
unto the tabernacle; and they pro¬ 
phesied in tho camp. 

27 And there ran a young man, And 
told Moses, and said, Eldad and Me¬ 
dad do prophosy in the camp. 

28 Ana Joshua, the son of Nun, the 
servant of Moses, one of his young 
men, answered and said, My lord 
Moses, forbid them. 

29 And Moses said unto him, En- 
viest thou for my sake ? would God 
that all the Lord’s people were pro- 

hots, and that the Lord would put 
is Spirit upon them. 

30 And Moses gat him into the 
oamp, he and the ciders of Israel. 

31 And there went forth a wind 
from the Lord, and brought quails 
from the Bea, and let them fall by the 
oamp, as it were a day’s journey on 
this side, and as it were a day’s jour¬ 
ney on the other Bide, round about 
the camp, and as it were two cubits 
high upon the face of the earth. 

32 And the people stood up all that 
day, and all that night, and all the 
□ext day, and they gathered tho 
quails; he that gathered least ga¬ 
thered ten homors ; and they spread 
them all abroad for themselvos round 
about the camp. 

33 And while the flesh was yet be¬ 
tween their teeth, ero it was ehewed, 
the wrath of the Lord was kindled 
against the people, and the Lord 
smote the people with a very great 
plagne. 

34 And he oalled the name of that 
plaoe Eibroth-hattaavah; beoause 
there they buried the people that 
lasted. 

35 And the pcoplo journeyed from 
Kibroth-hattaavan unto Hazeroth; 
and abode at llazoroth. 


CHAPTER XII. 

Qodrdmketh Miriam and Aaron — Miriam 'i 
leprosy. 

ND Miriam and Aaron spake 
against Moses becanee of the 
Ethiopian woman whom he had mar¬ 
ried ; for he had married an Ethio¬ 
pian woman. 

2 And they said, Hath the Lord in¬ 
deed spoken only by Moses? hath he 
not spoken also hy ns 7 And the 
Lord heard it. 

3 (Now the man Moses was very 
meek, above all the men which were 
upon tho face of the earth.) 

4 And the Lord spake suddenly unto 
Moses, and nnto Aaron, and nnto 
Miriam, Come ont ye three unto tho 
tabernacle of the oongregation. And 
they threo came ont. 

5. And the Lord came down in the 
pillar of the clond, and stood in the 
door of the tabernaole, and called 
Aaron and Miriam: and they both 
came forth. 

8 And he said, Jlear now my words ; 
If there be a prophet among you, I 
the Lord will make myself known 
unto him in a vision, and will speak 
unto him in a dream. 

7 My servant Moses is not so, who 
is faithful in all mine house. 

8 With him will I speak mouth to 
mouth, even apparently, and not in 
dark spceohes; and the similitude 
of the Lord shall he behold: where¬ 
fore then were ye not afraid to speak 
against my servant Moses ? 

9 And the anger of the Lord was kin¬ 
dled against them, and he departed. 

10 And the oloud departed from olT 
the tabernaole; and, behold, Miriam 
became leprous, white as enow; and 
Aaron looked upon Miriam, and, be¬ 
hold, she was leprous. 

11 A r.d Aaron said unto Moses, 
Alas, my lord, I heseeoh thee, lay not 
the sin upon ue, wherein we have 
done foolishly, and whereiu wo bare 
einnod. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of 
whom the flesh is half consumed when 
he oometh out of his mother’s womb. 

13 And Moses cried unto the Lord, 
saying, Heal her now, 0 God, I be 
seeoh thee. 

14 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
If her father had but spit in her face, 
should she not be ashamed seven 
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day*? let her be shut out from tho 
oamp seven days, and after that let 
her De received iu again. 

15 And Miriam was shut out from 
the oamp seven days ; and the people 
journeyed not till Miriam was brought 
in again. 

16 And afterward the people re¬ 
moved from Hazeroth, and pitched 
in the svildcmcss of Paran. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Men unt to tmrch the land—Their return. 
NI) the Lord spake unto Moses, 
Baying, 

2 Send thou men, that they may 
search the land of Canoan, whioh I 
give unto tho children of Israel; of 
every tribe of their fathers shall ye 
9end a man, every one a ruler among 
them. 

3 And Moses by the oommandmont 
of the Lord sent them from tho wil¬ 
derness of Paran ; all those mon were 
heads of the children of Israel. 

4 And these were their names; Of 
the tribe of Reuben, Shammua the 
Bon of Zooour. 

5 Of the trihe of Simoon, Shaphat 
the son of Ilori. 

6 Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the 
son of Jophunneh. 

7 Of the tribe of Issaohar, Igal the 
son of Joseph. 

8 Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea 
the son of Nun. 

9 Of tho tribe of Benjamin, Palti 
the son of Raphu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zobnlnn, Gadiol 
the son of Sodi. 

11 Of the tribe of Joseph, namely, 
of the tribe of ManasBoh, Gaddi the 
son of Susi. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel tbo 
son of Gemalli. 

13 Of the tribe of Ashor, Sethur the 
■on of Michael. 

14 Of tho tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi 
the son of Vophsi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Gene! tbe 
■on of Maohi. 

16 Those are tho names of the men 
whioh Moses sent to spy out the land. 
And Moses oalled Osnoa the son of 
Nun, Johoshua. 

17 And Mosos sent them to spy out 
the land of Canaan, and eaia nuto 
them, Got you up this way south¬ 
ward, and go up into the mountain; 

18 And see the land, what it is; 
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and the people that dwclleth therein, 
whether they bo strong or weak, few 
or many; 

19 And what the land is that they 
dwell in, whether it be good or bad; 
and what cities they be that they 
dwell in, whethor in tents, or in 
strongholds; 

20 And what the land is, whether it 
be fat or lean, whether there be wood 
therein, or not. And be of good 
courage, and bring of the fruit of the 
land. Now the time was the time of 
the first ripe grapeB. 

21 So they went np, and searched 
the land from the wilderness of Zin 
unto Rehob, as men come to Hamath. 

22 And they ascended by the south, 
and came unto Hebron; where Ahi- 
man, Sheshai, and Talmai, the chil¬ 
dren of AnRk, were. (Now Hebron 
was built seven years before Zoan in 
Egypt.) 

23 And they oame unto the brook 
of Eshool, and out down from thence 
a branch with one cluster of grape6, 
and they bare it between two upon a 
sLaff; and they brought of the pome¬ 
granates, and of the figs. 

24 The place was called the brook 
Eshool, because of the cluster of 
grapes whioh the children of Israel 
out down from thence. 

25 And they returned from search¬ 
ing of the land after forty days. 

26 And they wont and oame to 
Moses, and to Aaron, and to all the 
congregation of the children of Is¬ 
rael, unto the wilderness of Paran, 
to Kadcsh; and brought back word 
unto them, and onto all the congre¬ 
gation, and showed them the fruit of 
the land. 

27 Aud they told him, and said. 
Wo came unto the land whither thou 
sen test us, and surely it floweth with 
milk and honey ; and this is the fruit 
of it. 

28 Nevertheless the people be strong 
that dwell in the land, and tho oities 
are walled, and very great; and more¬ 
over we saw the children of Anah 
thore. 

29 The Amalekites dwell in the land 
of the south; and the Hittitos, and 
the Jebusites, and the A monies, 
dwell in the mountains ; and the Ca- 
naanites dwell by tho sea, and by the 
coast of Jordan. 
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30 And Caleb stilled the people be¬ 
fore Moses, and said. Let us go up at 
ouce, aud possess it; for we are well 
able to oTercome it. 

31 But the men that went up with 
him said, We be not able to go up 
againBt the poople; for they are 
stronger than we. 

32 And they brought up an evil re¬ 
port of the land which they had 
searched unto the children of Israel, 
saying, The land, through which we 
have gone to search it, is a land that 
eateth up the inhabitants thereof; 
and all the people that we saw in it 
are men of a great stature. 

33 And there we saw the giants, 
the sons of Anak, which come of the 
giants ; and we were in our own sight 
a9 grasshoppers, and so we were in 
tbeir eight. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

The people murmur at the news—God threat¬ 
en/Lh them—Moses obtaineth pardon fur 
them — The unfaithful not permitted to 
enter into the land. 

ND all the congregation lifted np 
tbeir voice, and oried; and the 
people wept that night. 

2 And all the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and againBt 
Aaron ; and the whole congregation 
said unto them, Would God that we 
bad died in the land of Egypt! or 
would God that we had died in this 
wilderness! 

3 And wherefore hath the Lord 
brought ns unto this land, to fall by 
the sword, that onr wives and our 
children should be a prey? were 
it not better for ns to return into 
Egypt? 

4 And they said one to another, 
Let ns make a captain, and let ns re¬ 
turn into Egypt. 

6 Then Moses and Aaron fell on 
their faces before all the assembly of 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel. 

6 And Joshna the son of Nun, and 
Caleb tho son of Jephunneh, whioh 
were of them that searched the land, 
rent their clothes; 

7 And they spake unto all the com¬ 
pany of the children of Israel, say¬ 
ing, The land, whioh we passed 
through to searoh it, is an exceeding 
good land. 

8 If the Lord dolight iu us, tliou lie 


will bring ua into this land, and give 
it us ; a land which floweth with milk 
and honey. 

9 Only rebel not ye against the 
Lord, neither fear ye the people of 
the land; for they are bread for ns; 
their defenoe is departed from them, 
and the Lord is with ns; fear them 
not. 

10 And all the congregation bade 
stone them with stones. And the 
glory of the Lord appeared in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before 
all the children of Israel. 

11 And the Lord said onto Moses, 
How long will thie people provoke 
me? and how long will it be ere they 
believe me, for all the signs which 1 
have showed among them ? 

12 I will smite them with the pesti¬ 
lence, and disinherit them, and will 
make of thee a greater nation and 
mightier than they. 

13 And Moses Baid unto the Lord, 
Then the Egyptians shall hear it, 
(for thou broughtest np this people 
in thy might from among them ;) 

14 And they will tell it to the in¬ 
habitants of this land ; for they have 
heard that thou Lord art among this 
people, that thou Lord art seen face 
to face, and that thy cloud standeth 
over them, and that thou goest before 
them, by daytime in a pillar of a cloud, 
and in a pillar of fire by night. 

15 Now if thou shalt kill all this 
people as ono man, then the nations 
which have heard the fame of thee 
will speak, saving, 

16 Because the Lord was not able 
to bring this people into the land 
whioh he aware unto them, there¬ 
fore he hath slain them in the wildor- 
ness. 

17 And now, I beseech thee, let the 
powor of my Lord be great, according 
as thou host spoken, saying, 

1$ The Lord is long-suffering, and 
of great mercy, forgiving iniquity 
and transgression, and by no means 
clearing the guilty, visiting the ini- 
uity of the fathers upon the ohll- 
ren unto the third and fonrth gene¬ 
ration. 

19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the ini¬ 
quity of this people according onto 
too greatness of thy mercy, and as 
thou hast forgiven this people, from 
Egypt even until now. 
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CHAPTER XV. 


20 And the Lord said, I hare par¬ 
doned according to thy word ; 

21 But as truly as I lire, all the 
earth shall be filled with the glory 
of the Lord. 

22 Because all those men which 
hare seen my glory, and my mira¬ 
cles, which I did in Egypt and in 
the wilderness, and hare tempted me 
oow these ten times, and hare not 
hearkened to roy voice ; 

23 Surely they shall not see the 
land which I sware unto their fa¬ 
thers, neither shall any of them that 
provoked me see it; 

24 But my servant Caleb, because 
he Vad another spirit with him, and 
hath followed mo fully, him will I 
bring into the land whercinto he 
went; and his seed shall possess it. 

25 (Now the Amalokites and the 
Cannanites dwelt in the valley.) To¬ 
morrow turn you, and got you into 
the wilderness by the way of the 
Red sea. 

26 And the Lord spake onto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

27 How long shall I bear with this 
evil congregation, which murmur 
against me? I have heard the mur- 
murings of the children of Israel, 
which they murmur againBt me. 

28 Bay unto them, As truly as I 
live, saith the Lord, as ye have spo¬ 
ken in mine ears, so will I do to you; 

29 Your carcasses shall fall in this 
wildcrneBB, and all that wero num¬ 
bered of you, according to your 
wbole number, from twenty years 
old and upward, whioh have mur¬ 
mured against me, 

30 Doubtless yc shall not come into 
the land, concerning whioh I sware 
to make you dwell therein, save 
Caleb the son of Jcphunneh, and 
Joshua the son of Nun. 

31 But your little ones, which ye 
•aid should be a prey, them will I 
bring in, and they shall know the 
laDd whioh yo have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcasses, 
they shall fall in this wilderness. 

33 And your ohildron shall wander 
in the wilderness forty years, and 
bear your whoredoms, until your car¬ 
casses be wasted in the wilderness. 

34 After the number of tbo days 
in which ho searched tbe land, even 
forty days, each day for a year, shall 


ye bear your iniquities, even forty 
years, and ye shall know my breach 
of promise. 

35 I the Lord have said, I will 
surely do it unto all this evil congre¬ 
gation, that are gathered together 
against me; in this wilderness they 
shall be oonsnmed, and there they 
shall die. 

36 And the men whioh Moses sent 
to search the land, who returned, and 
made all the congregation to murmur 
against him, by bringing up a slander 
upon the land, 

37 Even those men that did bring 
up the evil report upon the land, 
died by the ploguo before the Lord. 

38 But Joshua the son of Nun, 
and Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
which were of the men that went to 
search the land, lived still. 

39 And Moses told these sayings 
unto all tho children of Israel; and 
the people mourned greatly. 

40 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the 
top of the mountain, saying, Lo, we 
be here, and will go up unto the plaoe 
which tho Lord hath promised; for 
wc have sinned. 

41 And Moses said, Wherefore now 
do ye transgress the commandment 
of the Lord? but it shall not pros¬ 
per. 

42 Qo not up, for tho Lord is not 
Among you ; that ye be not smitten 
before your enemies. 

43 For the Amalokites and the Ca- 
naanites are there before you, and 
ye shall fall by the sword; because 
ye are turned away from the Lord, 
therefore the Lord will not be with 
you. 

44 But they presumed to go np 
unto the hill top; nevertheless tbe 
ark of the covenant of the Lord, 
and Moses, departed not out of the 
camp. 

45 Then the Amalekitos came 
down, and the Canaanites whioh 
dwelt in that hill, and smote them, 
and discomfited them, even unto 
Hormah. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The law qf offering*—The punishment qf 

prejumption—He that violated the sate 

bath is stoned. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 
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2 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, When yc be 
come into the land of your habita¬ 
tions, which I give unto you, 

3 And will make an odcring by 
fire unto the Lord, a burnt offering, 
or a sacrifice in performing a vow, 1 
or in a free-will offering, or in your 
solemn feasts, to make a sweet sa¬ 
vour unto the Lord, of the herd, or 
of the flock; 

4 Then shall he that offereth his 
offering unto the Lord bring a meat 
offering of a tenth deal of flour, min¬ 
gled with the fourth part of a hin 
of oil. 

5 And the fourth part of a bin of 
wine for a drink offering shall thou 
prepare with the burnt offering or 
sacrifice, for one lamb. 

6 Or for a ram, thou shall prepare 
for a meat offering two tenth deals 
of flour, mingled with the third part 
of a bin of oil. 

7 And for a drink offering thou 
shalt offer the third part of a hin 
of wine, for a sweet savour unto the 
Lord. 

8 And when thou preparest a bul¬ 
lock for r burnt offering, or for a sa¬ 
crifice in performing a vow, or peace 
offerings unto the Lord; 

9 Then shall he bring with a bul¬ 
lock a meat offering of three tenth 
deals of flour, mingled with half a 
hin of oil. 

10 And thou shall bring for a drink 
offering half a hin of wine, for an of¬ 
fering made by fire, of a sweet sa¬ 
vour unto the Lord. 

11 Thus shall it be done for ono 
bullock, or for one ram, or for a 
lamh, or a kid. 

12 According to the number that 
yc shall prepare, so shall ye do to 
every one according to their num¬ 
ber. 

13 All that arc born of the country 
shall do these things after this man¬ 
ner, in offering an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
Lord. 

14 And if a stranger ,sojourn with 
you, or whosoever be among you in* 
your generations, and will offer an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet sa¬ 
vour unto the Lord; as ye do, so he 
shall do. 

15 One ordinance shall be both for 


you of. the congregation, and also 
for a stranger that sojournelh with 
you, an ordinance for ever in your 
generations; as ye are, so shall the 
stranger be before the Lord. 

16 One law and one manner shall 
be for you, and for tbe stranger that 
sojourneth with you. 

17 And tbe Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

18 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, When ye 
come into the land whither I bring 
yon, 

ID Then it shall be, that, when 
yc cat of the bread of the land, je 
shall offer up a heave offering unto 
the Lord. 

20 Ye shall offer up a cake of the 
first of your dough for a heave of¬ 
fering ; as ye do the heave offering of 
the threshing-floor, so shall ye heav' 
it. 

21 Of the first of your dough ye 
shall give unto the Lord a heave 
offering in your generations. 

22 And if ye have erred, and not 
observed all these commandments, 
which the Lord hath spoken unto 
Moses, 

23 Even all that the Lord hath 
commanded you by the hand of 
Moses, from the day that the Lord 
commanded Moses, and henceforward 
among your generations; 

24 Then it shall be, if aught be 
committed by ignorance without the 
knowledge of the congregation, that 
all the congregation shall offer one 
young bullock for a burnt offering, 
for a sweet savour unto the Lord, 
with his meat offering, and his drink 
offering, according to the manner, 
and one kid of the goats for a sin 
offering. 

25 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for all the congregation of 
the children of Israel, and it shall be 
forgiven them; for it is ignorance; 
and they shall bring their offering, a 
sacrifice made by fire unto the Lord, 
and their sin offering before the 
Lord, for their ignorance; 

26 And it shall be forgiven all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
and the stranger that sojourneth 
among them; seeing all the people 
were in ignorance. 

27 And if any soul sin through 
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ignorance, then be shatl bring a she 
goat of the lirsL year for a sin offering. 

28 And tho priest Bhall make an 
atonement for the soul that Binnoth 
ignorantly, when he sinneth by 
ignorance before the Lord, to make 
an atonement for him; and it bhall 
be forgiven him. 

29 Ye bhall have one law for him 
that sinneth through ignoranoe, both 
for him that is born among the 
children of Israel, and for tho stranger 
that sojourneth among them. 

30 But the soul that doeth aught 
presumptuously, whether he be born 
in the land, or a stranger, tbo same 
reproacheth the Lord; and that 60 ul 
shall bo cut niT from among his 
people. 

31 Because he hath despised the 
word of the Lord, and bath broken 
his commandment, Lhat soul shall 
utterly be cut off; his iniquity shall 
be upon him. 

32 And while tho children of Israel 
woro in the wildornoss, they found a 
man that gathered sticks upon the 
sabbath day. 

33 And they that found him ga¬ 
thering sticks brought him unto Moses 
and Aaron, and unto aU the congre¬ 
gation. 

34 And they put him in ward, 
because it was not declared what 
should be done to him. 

35 And the Lord said unto Mosob, 
The wan shall be Barely put to doath; 
all the oongregatiou Bhall etoue him 
with stones without the oamp. 

30 And all tho congregation brought 
him without the camp, and stoned 
him with Btones, and he died; as the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

37 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

38 Speak unto tho children of Israel, 
and bid them that they make them 
fringes in the borders of their gar¬ 
ments, throughout their generations, 
and that they put upon tho fringo of 
tho borders a ribband of hlue; 

30 And it shall be unto you for a 
fringe, that ye may look upon it, and 
re me moor all the oommandmonts of 
the Lord, and do them ; and that ye 
seek not after your own heart and 
your own eyes, after which ye UBe to 
go a whoring; 

40 That ye may romomber, and do 
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nil ruy commandments, and be holy 
unto your God. 

41 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
to bo your God; I am the Lord your 
God. 

CHAPTER XVL 

The rebellion of Knrah, Dothan, and Abiram 

— The earth swaUovxth up Korah, and a 

fire cansumeth othert—Murmurrrt ilain — 

Plague stayed. 

OW Korah, tho son of Izhar, the 
Bon of Kohalh, the son of Levi, 
and Dathan and Abiram, the bods of 
Eliah, and On, the son of Pelcth, sons 
of Reuben, took men ; 

2 And they rose np hefore Moses, 
with certain of tho children of Israel, 
two hundred and fifty princes of the 
assembly, famous in the oongrogation, 
mon of renown; 

3 And they gnthered themselves 
together against Moses and against 
Aaron, and said unto them, Ye take 
too much upon you, seeing all the 
congregation are holy, every ono of 
them, and the Lord is among them; 
wherefore then lift yo up yourselves 
above tho congregation of the Lord 7 

4 And when Moses heard it, he fell 
upon his face; 

6 And he spake unto Korah and 
onto all his company, saying, Even 
to-morrow the Lord will show who 
aro his, and who is holy; and will 
cause him to oome near unto him; 
oven him whom ho hath chosen will 
he oauso to como near onto him. 

6 This do ; Take you censers, Korah, 
and all his company; 

7 And put fire therein, and put in¬ 
cense in thorn before the Lord to¬ 
morrow ; and it shall be that the man 
whom the Lord doth ohoose, ho shall 
be holy ; ye take too maoh upon yon, 
ye sons of Levi. 

8 And Moses said unto Korah, Hear, 
I pray you, ye eons of Levi; 

0 Seemoth it but a small thing unto 
you, that the God of Israel hath 
separated you from the congregation 
of Israol, to bring you near to himself 
to do the service of the tabernacle of 
tho Lord, and to stand beforo the 
congregation to minister unto them ? 

10 And he hath brought thee near 
to him, and all thy brethron tho sons 
of Levi with thee; and seek ye the 
high priesthood also 1 
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11 For whioh oauso both thou and j 
all thy company are gathered togother 1 
againet tho Lord ; and what is Aaron, 
that ye murmur against him ? 

12 And Moses sent to call Dathan 
and Abiram, the eons of Eliah; 
which Baid, We will not come up; 

13 Is it a small thing that thou hast 
brought ns np out of a land that 
floweth with milk and honey, to kill 
us in the wilderness, except thou 
make thyself altogether a prince oxer 
us ? 

14 Moreover, thou hast not brought 
us into a land that floweth with milk 
and honey, or given ns inheritance 
of fields and vineyards; wilt thou 
put ont the eyes of these men ? we 
will not come np. 

15 And Moses was very wroth, and 
said unto the Lord, Respect not thou 
their offering; I have not taken one 
ass from them, neither have I hurt 
one of them. 

16 And Moses said onto Korah, Be 
thou and all thy company before the 
Lord, thou, and they, and Aaron, to¬ 
morrow ; 

17 And take every man his censer, 
and put incense in them, and bring 
ye before the Lord every man his 
censer, two hnndred and fifty censers; 
thou also, and Aaron, each of you his 
censer. 

18 And they took every man his 
oenser, and pnt fire in them, and laid 
inoense thereon, and Btood in the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation with Moses and Aaron. 

19 And Korah gathered all the 
congregation against them nnto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation ; and the glory of the 
Lord appeared nnto all the congre¬ 
gation . 

20 And the Lord spake nnto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

21 Separate yourselves from among 
this congregation, that I may con¬ 
sume them in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faoes, 
and said, 0 God, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, shall one man sin, 
and wilt thou be wroth with all the 
congregation ? 

23 And the Lord spake nnto Moses, 
saying, 

24 Speak onto the oongregation, 
saying, Get yon np from about the 


tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, and 
Abiram. 

25 And Moses rose up and went 
unto Dathan and Abiram ; and the 
elders of Israel followed him. 

26 And he spake unto the congre¬ 
gation, saying, Depart, I pray yon, 
from the tents of these wicked men, 
and touch nothing of theirs, lest ye 
be consumed in all their sins. 

27 So they gat up from the taberna¬ 
cle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, 
on every side; and Dathan and Abi¬ 
ram came out, and stood in the doer 
of their tents, and their wives, and 
their sons, and their little children. 

28 And Moses said, Hereby ye shall 
know that the Lord hath sent me to 
do all these works; for I have not 
done them of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common 
death of all men, or if they be visited 
after the visitation of all men; then 
the Lord hath not sent me. 

30 But if the Lord make a new 
thing, and the earth open her mouth, 
and swallow them up, with all that 
appertain unto them, and they go 
down quick into the pit; then ye 
shall understand that these men have 
provoked the Lord. 

31 And it came to pass, as he had 
made an end of speaking all these 
words, that the ground clave asunder 
that was under them ; 

32 And the earth opened her month, 
and swallowed them np, and their 
houses, and all the men that apper¬ 
tained unto Korah, and all their goods. 

33 They, and all that appertained 
to them, went down alive into tho 
pit, and the earth closed upon them ; 
and they perished from among the 
congregation. 

34 And all Israel that were round 
about them fled at the cry of them ; 
for they said, Lest the earth swallow 
ns up also. 

35 And there came out a fire from 
the Lord, and consumed the two hun¬ 
dred and fifty men that offered in¬ 
oense. 

36 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

37 Speak unto Eleasar the son of 
Aaron the priest, that he take np the 
censers out of the homing, and Mat¬ 
ter thon the fire yonder; for they are 
hallowed, 
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38 The censers of these BinnorB 
nguinsl their own souls, let them 
make them broad plates for a cover¬ 
ing of the altar; for they offered them 
before the Lord, therefore they are 
hallowed ; and they shall be a sign 
onto the children of Israel. 

39 And Eleatar the prieBt took the 
brascn censers, wherewith thoy that 
were burnt had offered; and they 
were made broad plates for ft cover¬ 
ing of the altar; 

40 To be a memorial unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, that no stranger, which 
is not of the seed of Aaron, como 
near to offer incense before the Lord; 
that he be not as Korah, and as his 
company ; as the Lord said to him 
by the hand of Moses. 

41 Hut od the morrow all the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and against 
Aaron, saying, Ye havo killed the 
people of the Lord. 

42 And it came to pass, when the 
congregation was gathered againBt 
Moses and against Aaron, that they 
looked toward the tabernacle of the 
congregation; and, behold, the cloud 
covered it, and the glory of the Lord 
appeared. 

43 And Moses and Aaron came be¬ 
fore the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion. 

44 And tho Lord spake nnlo Moses, 
saying, 

45 Oot you up from among this 
congregation, that I may consume 
them as in a moment. And they fell 
upon their faces. 

40 And Moses said onto Aaron, 
Take a oenser, and put fire therein 
from off the altar, ana put on incense, 
and go quiokly unto the congrega¬ 
tion, ana make an atonement for 
them; for there is wrath gone out 
from the Lord; the plagae is 
begun. 

47 And Aaron took as Moses com¬ 
manded, and ran into the midst of 
the congregation; and, behold, the 
plague was begun among the people; 
and he pot on inoense, and made an 
atonement for the people. 

48 And he stood Detwocn the dead 
and the living; and the plagae was 
stayed. 

49 Now they that died In the plagae 
were fourteen thousand and seven 


hundred, besides them that died 
about the matter of Korab. 

50 And Aaron returned unto Moses 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation; and the plague was 
stayed. 

CHAPTER XV1L 

Aaron’t rodJlourisheth—It u left for a token. 
ND the Lord spake unto Mobcs, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto tho ohildren of Is¬ 
rael, and take of every one of them a 
rod according to the house of their 
fathere, of all their princes according 
to the house of their fathers, twelve 
rods; write thou every man’s name 
upon bis rod. 

3 And thou ehalt write Aaron's 
name upon tho rod of Levi; for one 
rod shall be for the head of the 
house of their fathers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up in 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
before tho testimony, where I will 
meet with you. 

6 And it shall come to pass, that 
the man’B rod, whom I shall choose, 
shall blossom; and I will make to 
cease from me the murmurings of 
the ohildren of Israel, whereby they 
murmur against you. 

6 And Moses Bpake unto the ohil¬ 
dren of Israel, and every one of their 
princes gave him a rod apiece, for 
eaoh prince one, according to their 
fathers’ houses, even twelve rods; 
and tho rod of Aaron was among their 
rods. 

7 And Moses laid up the rods be¬ 
fore the Lord in the tabernacle of 
witness. 

8 And it oamo to pass, that on the 
morrow Moses went into the taber¬ 
nacle of witness; and, behold, the 
rod of Aaron for the house of Levi 
was budded, and brought forth bods, 
and bloomed blossoms aDtl yielded 
almonds. 

9 And Moses brought oat all the 
rods from before the Lord unto all 
the children of Israel; and they 
looked, and took every man his 
rod. 

10 And the Lord said unto Moms, 
Bring Aaron's rod again before the 
testimony, to be kept for a token 
against the rebels; and thou shall 

J [uite take away their mormuringi 
rom me, that they die not. 
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11 And Moaes did so; as the Lord 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel Bpake 
onto Moses, saying, Behold, we dio, 
wo perish, we all perish. 

13 Whosoever comoth any thing 
near nnto the tabernacle of the Lord 
shall dio; shall we be consumed with 
dyiag ? 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

77k d targe qf thr. pruxtt and Lrvilej — Their 
portion. 

ND the Lord said unto Aaron, 
Thou and thy sons and thy fa¬ 
ther’s house with thco shall bear tho 
iniquity of the sanctuary; and thou 
and thy sons with thee shall bear the 
iniquity of your priesthood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe 
of Levi, the trihe of thy father, bring 
thou with lb eo, that they may be 
joined onto thee, and minister unto 
thee; but thou and thy sons with 
thee shall minister before the taber¬ 
nacle of witness. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, 
and tho chargo of all the tabernacle; 
only they shall not come nigh the 
vessels of the sanctuary and the altar, 
that neither they, nor ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto 
thee, and keep the charge of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, for 
all the service of the tabernacle; and 
a stranger shall not oome nigh unto 
you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of 
the sanctuary, and the charge of the 
altar; that there he no wrath any 
more upon the ohildren of Israel. 

0 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Levites from among the 
ohildren of Israel; to you they Are 
given as a gift for tho Lord, to do 
the service of the tabernacle of the 
oongregation. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with 
thee shall keep your priest’s office for 
every thing of tho altar, and within 
the veil; and ye shall serve; I have 
given your priest’s offioe unto you as 
a service of gift; and the stranger 
that oometh nigh shall be put to 
death. 

8 And the Lord spake unto Aaron, 
Behold, I also have given theo the 
eharge of mine heave offerings of all 
the hallowed things of the ohildren 
of Israel; unto thee have I given 


them by reason of the anointing, and 
to thy soub, by an ordinance for ever. 

0 This shall be thino of the most 
holy things, reserved from the fire; 
every oblation of theirs, every meat 
offering of theirs, and every sin offer¬ 
ing of theirs, and every trespass 
offering of theirs, which they shall 
render unto me, shall be most holy 
fhr thee and for thy sons. 

10 In the most holy place ahalt thou 
eat it; every male shall eat it; it shall 
be holy unto thee. 

11 And this is thine; the heave 
offering of their gift, with all the 
wave offorings of the children of 
Israel; I have given them onto thee, 
and to thy sons and to tby daugh¬ 
ters with thee, by a statute for ever; 
every one that is clean in thy house 
Bhall eat of it. 

12 All the best of the oil, and all 
the best of the wine, and of the 
wheat, tho first-fruits of them which 
they shall offer unto the Lord, thorn 
have I given thee. 

13 And whatsoever is first ripe in 
tbe land, which they shall bring 
unto the Lord, shall be thine ; every 
one that iB clean in thine house shall 
eat of it. 

14 Every thing devoted in Israel 
shall be thine. 

15 Every thing that openeth the 
matrix in all flesh, which they bring 
uuto the Lord, whether it be of men 
or beasts, shall he thine : nevertheless 
the first-horu of man shalt thou 
surely redeem, and the firstling of 
nnolean beasts shalt thou redeem. 

16 And those that are to be redeemed 
from a month old shalt thou redeem, 
according to thine estimation, for 
the money of live shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary, whioh is 
twenty gerahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or the 
firstling of a sheep, or the firstling of 
a goat, thou shalt not redeem; they 
are holy; thou shalt sprinkle their 
blood upon the altar, and shalt bum 
thoir fat for an offering made by fire, 
for a sweet savour unto tho Lord. 

18 And the flosh of them shall be 
thine, as the wave breast and as the 
right shoulder aro thine. 

10 All the heave offerings of the 
holy things, whioh the children of 
Israel offer unto the Lord, have J 
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given thee, and thy sons and thy 
daughters with thee, by a statute for 
ever ; it is a covonant of salt for ever 
before the Lord unto thee and to thy 
seed with thee. 

20 And the Lord epake unto Aaron, 
Thou shall have no inheritance in 
tbeir land, neither shalt thou have 
any part among them; I am thy 
part and thine inheritanoe among the 
ohildren of Israel. 

21 And, behold, I have given the 
children of Levi all tho tenth in 
Israel for an inheritance, for their 
eervioe whioh they serve, ovon the 
service of the tabernacle of tho con¬ 
gregation. 

22 Neither must the ohildren of 
Israel honcoforth come nigh tho 
tabernaole of the congregation, lest 
they hear sin, and die. 

23 But tho Lovitcs shall do the sor- 
vioe of Lhe tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation, and thoy shall hear their 
iniquity; it shall he a statute for 
ever throughout your generations, 
that among the children of Israel 
they have no inheritance. 

24 But the tithes of the ohildren of 
Israel, whioh they offer as a hoave 
offering unto the Lord, I have given 
to the LeviteB to inherit; therefore I 
have said unto thorn, Among the 
children of Israel they shall have no 
inhoritanoo. 

25 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

26 Thus speak unto tho Levitos, and 
say unto thorn, When yo lake of the 
children of Israel the tithes whioh I 
have given you from them for your 
inheritanoe, then yo shall offer up a 
heave offering of it for the Lord, oven 
a tenth part of the tithe. 

27 Ana this. your heave offering 
shall be reokoned unto you, as (hough 
it were the oorn of tho ihroshing- 
floor, and as the fulness of the wino- 
press. 

28 Thus ye also shall offer a heave 
offering unto the Lord of all your 
titheB, whioh ye rooeive of the ohil¬ 
dren of Israol; and ye shall give 
thereof the Lord's heave offering to 
Aaron the priost. 

20 Out of all your gifts ye shall 
offer every heave offering of the Lord, 
of all the best thereof, even the hal¬ 
lowed part thereof out of it. 
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30 Therefore thou Bhalt say unto 
them, When ye have heaved the best 
thereof from it, then it shall be 
oounted unto the Levitee as the in- 
oreaso of the threshing-floor, and tw 
the inoreasc of the wino-press. 

31 And ye shall eat it in every 
place, ye and your households; for it 
is your reward for your service 
in the tabernaole of the congrega¬ 
tion. 

32 And ye shall bear no sin by rea¬ 
son of it, when ye have heaved from 
it the hest of it; neither shall ye pol¬ 
lute tho holy things of the children 
of Israel, lest ye die. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

The water of separation for purification oj 
the unclean. 

ND the Lord spake nnto Moses, 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 This is the ordinanoe of the law 
which the Lord hath commanded, 
saying, Speak unto tho children of 
Israel, that they bring thee a rod 
heifer without spot, wherein is no 
blemish, and upon which never came 
yoke. 

3 And ye shall give her unto Elea- 
zar the priest, that he may bring her 
forth without the camp, and one shall 
slay her before his faoe; 

4 And Eleazar the priest shall take 
of her blood with his Anger, and 
sprinkle of her hlood directly before 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
seven times. 

5 And ono shall burn the heifer in 
his eight; her skin, and her flesh, 
and her blood, with her dung, shall 
he burn ; 

6 And the priest shall take oedar 
wood, aDd hyssop, and scarlet, and 
oast it into the midst of the burning 
of the heifer. 

7 Then the priest shall wash hie 
olothes, and he shall bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall 
oomo into the camp, and the priest 
shall be unclean until the even. 

8 And he that burneth her shall 
wash his olothes in wator, and bathe 
his flesh in water, and shall be un¬ 
clean until the oven. 

9 And a man that is clean shall 
gather up the ashes of the heifor, and 
lay them np without the oamp in a 
clean place, and it shall be kept for 
the congregation of the ohildren of 




Israel for a water of separation; it is 
a purification for sin. 

10 And ho that gathereth the aahea 
of the heifer shall wash hie clothes, 
and be unclean until the even ; and 
it shall be onto the ohildren of Israel, 
and unto the stranger that sojourneth 
among them, for a statute for ever. 

11 lie that toucheth the dead body 
of any man shall be unclean seven 
days. 

12 lie shall purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be clean ; but if he purify 
not himself the third day, then the 
seventh day he shall not bo clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and 
purifieth not himself, defilcth the 
tabernacle of the Lord; and that soul 
shall be out off from Israel; because 
the water of separation was not 
sprinkled upon him, he shall be 
unclean; his unclcanness is yet upon 
him. 

14 This is the law, when a man dieth 
in a tent; all that como iD^o the tent, 
and all that is in the tent, shall be 
unclean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which 
hath no covering bound upon it, is 
unclean. 

16 And whosoever toncheth one 
that is slain with a sword in the open 
fields, or a dead body, or a bone of a 
man, or a grave, shall bo unclean 
seven days. 

17 And for an unolean person they 
shall take of the ashes of the burnt 
heifer of purification for sin, and run¬ 
ning water shall be put thereto in a 
vessel; 

18 And a clean person shall take 
hyssop, and dip it in the water, and 
sprinkle it upon the tent, and upon 
all the vessels, and upon the persons 
that were there, and upon him that 
touched a bone, or one slain, or one 
dead, or a grave; 

19 And the clean person shall 
sprinkle upon the unolean on the 
third day, and on the sevoDth day; 
and on the seventh day he shall purify 
himself, and wash his olothos, and 
hathe himself in water, and shall be 
olean at even. 

20 But the man that shall bo unclean, 
and shall not purity himself, that 
soul shall be out off from among the 


congregation, because he hath defiled 
the sanctuary of the Lord ; the water 
of separation hath not been sprinkled 
upon him; he is nnclean. 

21 And it Bhall be a perpetual statute 
unto them, that he that eprinkleth 
the water of separation sball wash 
his clothes ; and he that toucheth the 
water of separation ehall be unclean 
until even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean 
person toncheth shall be unclean; 
and the soul that toucheth it shall be 
unclean until even. 

CHAPTER XI 

The children of Israel came, to Ztn, where 

Miriam dieth — Motes smiting the rock 

bringeih forth water at Meribah — A t mount 

Herr Aaron dieth. 

HEN came the children of Israel, 
cvcd the whole congregation, into 
the desert of Zin in the first month ; 
and the people abode in Kadesh ; and 
Miriam died there, and was buried 
there. 

2 And there was no water for the 
congregation; and they gathered 
themselves together against Moses 
and against Aaron. 

3 And the people chode with Moses, 
and spake, saying, Would God that 
we had died when our hrethren died 
before the Lord ! 

4 And why have ye brought up the 
congregation of the Lord into this 
wilderness, that we and our cattle 
should die there ? 

5 And wherefore have ye made us 
to come up out of Egypt, to bring us 
in unto this evil placer it is no place 
of seed, or of figs, or of vines, or of 
pomegranates; neither is there any 
water to driuk. 

6 And Moses and Aaron went from 
the presence of the assembly unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, and they fell npon their 
faces; and the glory of the Lord 
appeared onto them. 

7 And the Lord spake onto Moses, 
saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou the 
assembly together, thou and Aaron 
thy brother, and speak ye unto the 
rook before their eyes; and it shall 
give farth his water, and thou shalt 
bring forth to them water out of the 
rook; so thou shalt give the con¬ 
gregation and thuir beasts drink. 
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9 And Moses took the rod from 
before the Lord, as he commanded 
him. 

10 And Moses and Aaron gathered 
the congregation together bofore the 
ruck, and ho said unto them, Hear 
now, ye rebels; must we fetch you 
water out of this rock ? 

11 Aod Moses lifted up hia hand, 
and with his rod he smote the rook 
twioe ; and the water came out abun¬ 
dantly, and the congregation drank, 
and their beasts also. 

12 And the Lord spako unto Moses 
and Aaron, Because ye believed me 
Dot, to sanctify me in the eyes of the 
children of Israel, Lherel'oro ye shall 
uoL bring this congregation into the 
land which I have given them. 

13 This is the water of Meribah ; 
because the children of Israel strovo 
with the Lord, and he was sanctified 
in them. 

14 And Moses sent messengers from 
Kndosh unto tho king of Edom, ThuB 
saith thy brother Israel, Thou knoiVest 
all the travail that hath bcfallon us : 

15 llow our fathers went down into 
Egypt, and wo have dwelt in Egypt 
a long timo; and the Egyptians 
vexed us, and our fathers; 

10 And when we oried unto the 
Lord, he heard our voioe, and sent 
an angel, and hath brought ub forth 
out of Egypt; and, behold, we aro 
in Kadcah, a city in the uttermost of 
thy border. 

17 Let us pass, I pray thee, through 
thy country ; wo will not pass through 
the fields, or through the vineyards, 
noilhor will we drink of the water of 
tho wells; wo will go by the king’s 
highway, we will not tarn to the right 
hand nor to the left, until we have 
passed thy borders. 

18 And Edom Baid unto him, Thou 
ah alt not pass by mo, lest I come out 
against thee with the sword. 

19 And (he ohildren of Israel said 
unto him, We will go by the highway; 
and if I and my oattle drink of thy 
water, then I will pay for it; I will 
only, without doing any thing else, 
go through on my foot. 

20 And he said, Thou shalt not go 
through. And Edom oame out 
against him with much people, and 
with a strong hand. 

21 Thai Edom refused to give Israel 


passage through his border; where 
fore Israol turned away from him. 

22 And the ohildren of Israel, even 
the whole congregation, journeyed 
from Kadcsh, and oame unto moon* 
Uor. 

23 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and Aaron in mount Hor, by the 
coast of the land of Edom, saying, 

24 Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people; for he shall not enter into 
the land which I have given unto the 
ohildron of Israel, because ye rebelled 
against my word at the water of 
Meribah. 

25 Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, 
and bring them up unto mount Hor; 

26 And strip Aaron of his garments, 
and put them upon Eleaz&r his son ; 
and Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people, and shall die there. 

27 And Moses did as the Lord com¬ 
manded ; and they went up into 
mount Hor in the eight of all the 
congregation. 

28 And Moses stripped Aaron of his 
garments, and put tnem upon Ele&zar 
his son; and Aaron died there in the 
top of the mount; and Moses and 
Elc&zar came down from the monnt. 

29 And when all the congregation 
saw that Aaron was dead, they 
mourned for Aaron thirty days, even 
all the house of Israel. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

brad at Hannah—Fiery terpenU amt —IV 
brazen serpent. 

ND when king Arad the Canaan- 
ite, which dwelt in tho south, 
heard tell that Israel oame by the 
way of the spies; then he fought 
against Israel, and took some of them 
prisoners. 

2 And Israol vowed a vow unto the 
Lord, and said, If thou wilt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, 
then I will utterly destroy their oities. 

3 And the Lord hearkened to the 
voioe of Israel, and delivered op the 
Canaanitos; and they utterly destroy¬ 
ed them and their oities ; and he call¬ 
ed the name of the place Honnah. 

4 And they journeyed from mount 
Hor by the way of the Red sea, to 
oompass the land of Edom; and the 
soul of the people was much discour¬ 
aged because of the way. 

6 And the people spake against 
God, and against Moses, Wherefore

have ye brought ub np out of Egypt 
to die in the wildorneBB? for there is 
do bread, neither iB there any water; 
and oar soul loathoth this light bread. 

6 And the Lord sent fiery Berpenta 
among the people, and they bit the 

eople; ana much people of Israel 

iea. 

7 Therefore the people camo to Mo¬ 
ses, and said, We have sinned, for we 
have spoken against the Lord, and 
against thee; pray unto the Lord, 
that he lake away the serpents from 
us. And Moses prayed for the 
people. 

8 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and set it 
upon a pole; and it shall come to 
pass, that every one that is bitten, 
when he lookelh upon it, shall live. 

9 And Moses made a serpent of 
hrass, and put it upon a polo; and it 
came to pass, that if a serpent had 
bitten aDy man, when ho beheld the 
serpent of brass, he lived. 

10 And the children of Israel set 
forward, and pitched in Oboth. 

11 And they journeyed from Oboth, 
and pitched at Ije-abarim, in the wil¬ 
derness which is before Moah, toward 
the BunriBing. 

12 From thenee they removed, and 
pitched in the valley of Zarcd. 

13 From thenco they removed and 
pitched on the other side of Arnon, 
whioh is in the wilderness that com- 
eth out of the coasts of tho Amoritcs ; 
for Arnon is the border of Moab, he- 
tween Moab and the Amorites. 

14 Wherefore is it said in the book 
of the wars of the Lord, What he did 
in the Red sea, and in the brooks of 
Arnon, 

15 And at the stream of the brooks 
that goeth down to the dwelling of 
Ar, and lietb upon the border of 
Moab. 

18 And from thence they went to 
Beer; that iB the well whereof the 
Lord spake nnto Moses, Gather the 
people together, and I will give them 
water. 

17 Then Israel sang this Bong, 
Spring up, 0 well; sing ye unto it; 

19 The princes digged the well, the 
nobles of the people digged it, by the 
direction of tne lawgiver, with their 
staves. And from the wildorness they 
went to Mattannh ; 


19 And from Mattanah to Nahaliel; 
and from Nahaliel to Bamoth; 

20 And from Bamoth in tho valley, 
that is in the country of Moab, to the 
top of Pisgnh, which Iooketh toward 
Jeshimon. 

21 And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sibon king of the Amorites, saying, 

22 Let mo pass through thy land; 
we will not turn into the Gelds, o? 
into the vineyards ; we will not drink 
of the waters of the well ; but we will 
go along by the king's high way, ou 
til we be past thy borders. 

23 And Sihon would not suffer la 
rael to pasB through his border; but 
Sihon gathered all bis people together, 
and went out against Israel into the 
wilderness; and he came to Jahai, 
and fought against Israel. 

24 And Israel smote him with the 
edge of the sword, and possessed hi? 
land from Arnon unto Jabbok, even 
unto tbe children of Ammon; for the 
border of the children of Ammon was 
strong. 

25 And Israel took all these cities; 
and Israel dwelt in all the cities of 
the Amoritcs, in Heshbon, and in all 
the villages thereof. 

28 For Ileshbon was the city of Si¬ 
hon the king of the Amorites, who 
had fought against the former king 
of Moab, and taken all his land out 
of his hand, even unto Arnon. 

27 Wherefore they that speak in 
proverbs say. Come into Heshbon, 
let the city of Sihon be built and 
prepared; 

28 For there is a fire gono out of 
neshbon, a flame from the oity of 
Sihon ; it hath consumed Ar of Moab, 
and the lords of tho high places of 
Arnon. 

29 Woe to thee, Moab I thou art 
undone, 0 people of Chemooh; be 
hath givon his sons that esoaped, and 
his daughters, into oaptinty onto 
Sihon king of the Amorites. 

30 We have shot at them; Heshbon 
is perished even unto Dibon, and w« 
havo laid them waste even onto No- 
phah, whioh reaoheth unto Medeha. 

31 Thus Israel dwelt in the land of 
the Amorites. 

32 And Moses Bent to spy out Jaa- 
ler, and they took the villages there¬ 
of, and drove oat the Amoritea that 
wore there. 
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33 And they turned and went np hy 
the wn.v of Bashan ; and Og the king 
of Bashan went out against them, ho, 
and all his people, to tho battle at 
Edrci. 

34 And the Lord said onto Moses, 
Fear him not; for I have delivered 
him into thy band, and all his peo¬ 
ple, and his land ; and thou shalt do 
to him as thou didst unto Sihon king 
of the Atnorites, which dwelt at Hcsh- 
bon. 

35 So they smote him, and his eons, 
and all hie people, until there was 
none left him alive; and they pos¬ 
sessed hie land. 

CUAPTKR XXII. 

Balak dtsireth Balaam to cot * Ttrael—An 
angel appatrJh Balaam. 

ND the children of Israel set for¬ 
ward, and pitched in the plains 
of Moab on this side Jordan by 
Jericho. 

2 And Balak the son of Zippor saw 
ail that Israel had done to tbe Auior- 

ites. 

3 And Moab was sore afraid of the 
people, because they were many ; and 
Moab was distressed hcoause of the 
children of Israel. 

4 And Moab said unto the elders of 
Midian, Now shall this oompany lick 
up all tbat are round about us, as the 
ox licketh up the grass of tho field. 
And Balak tbo eon of Zippor was 
king of tho MoabileB at that time. 

5 Ho sent messengers therefore unto 
Balaam Iho aon of Beor to Pethor, 
which is by tho river of the land of 
tho children of bie people, to call 
him, eaying, Behold, there is a peo¬ 
ple come out from Egypt; behold, 
they oover the face of the earth, and 
they abide over against me; 

6 Como now therefore, I pray thoo, 
curse me this people ; for they aro 
too mighty for me; peradventure I 
shall prevail, that we may smito 
thorn, and that I may thrive them out 
of the land ; for I know that ho whom 
thou bteseest is blessed, and he whom 
thou oursesl is cursed. 

7 And the oldors of Moab-and the 
elders of Midian departed with the 
rownrds of divination in their hand; 
and they came unto Balaam, and 
spake unto him the words of Balak. 

8 And ho said unto them, Lodge 
here this night, and I will bring you I 
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word again, as the Lord shall speak 
unto me; and the princes of Moab 
abode with Balaam. 

9 And God came unto Balaam, and 
said, What men are these with thee? 

10 And Balaam said unto God, 
Balak the son of Zippor, king of 
Moub, hath sent unto me, saying, 

11 Behold, there is a people oome 
out of Egypt, which covereth the 
face of the earth; como now, ourse 
me them; peradventure I shall he 
able to overcome them, and drive 
them out. 

12 And God Baid unto Balaam, 
Thou ehalt not go with them; thoo 
shalt not curse the people; for they 
are blessed. 

13 And Balaam rose np in the 
morning, and said unto tho princes 
of Balak, Get you into your land; 
for the Lord refuseth to give me 
leave to go with you. 

14 And the prinocB of Moah rose 
up, and they went onto Balak, and 
Baid, Balaam refuseth to come with 
us. 

15 And Balak sent yet again 
prinoes, more, and more honourable 
than they. 

Id And they came to Balaam, and 
said to him, Thus saith Balak the son 
of Zippor, Let nothing, I pray thee, 
hinder thee from coming onto me; 

17 For I will promote thee unto 
very great honour, and I will do 
whatsoever thou sayest unto me; 
come therefore, I pray thee, curse 
me this people. 

13 Ana Balaam answered and said 
unto the servants of Balak, If Bo* 
luk would give me his house full of 
silver and gold, I cannot go beyond 
tho word of the Lord my God, to do 
loss or more. 

19 Now therefore, I pray you, tar¬ 
ry yoalso bore this nignt, that I may 
know what the Lord will say unto 
me more. 

20 And God oame unto Balaam at 
night, and said unto him, If the men 
oome to oall thee, rise up, if thou 
wilt go with them ; but yet the word 
which I shall say unto thee, sh&lt 
thou speak. 

21 And Balaam roso np in the 
morning, and saddled his ass, and 
went with the princes of Moab. 

! 22 And God's anger was kindled 
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because) he went; and the angel of 
the Lord stood in the way for an 
adversary against him. Now he was 
riding upon his ass, and his two ser¬ 
vants were with him. 

23 And the ass saw the angel of the 
Lord standing in the way, and his 
sword drawn in his hand ; and the 
ass turned aside out of the way, and 
wont into the field; and Balaam 
smote the ass, to turn her into the 
way. 

24 But the angel of the Lord stood 
in a path of the vineyards, a wall be¬ 
ing on this side, and a wall on that 
side. 

25 And when the ass saw the an¬ 
gel of the Lord, she thrust herself 
unto the wall, and crushed Balaam's 
foot ngainBt the wall; and he smote 
her again. 

2G And the angel of the Lord went 
further, and stood in a narrow place, 
where was no WAy to turn either to 
the right hand or to the left. 

27 And when the ass saw the angel 
of the Lord, she fell down under Ba¬ 
laam ; and Balaam's anger was kin- 
dlod, and he smote the asB with a 
staff. 

28 And the Lord opened the mouth 
of the ass, and sho said unto Balaam, 
What have I done unto thee, that 
thou hast smitten me these three 
times ? 

26 And Balaam said unto the ass. 
BeoauBe thou hast mocked me; I 
would there were a sword in mine 
hand, for now would I kill thee. 

30 And Iho ass said unto Balaam, 
Am not 1 thine ass, upon which thou 
hast ridden ever since I was thine 
onto this day ? was I ever wont to do 
so unto thee ? And he said, Nay. 

31 Then the Lord opened the eyes 
of Balaam, and ho saw the angel of 
the Lord standing in the way, and 
his sword drawn in his hand; and 
he bowed down his head, and fell 
flat on his face. 

32 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto him, Wherefore hast tlaou smit¬ 
ten thine ass thoso threo times ? Be¬ 
hold, 1 went out to withstand thee, 
because thy way is perverse before 
me. 

33 And the ass saw mo, and turned 
from me these three times; unless 
she had turned from mo, sarcly uow 


also I had slain thee, and saved bei 
alive. 

34 And Balaam said unto the an¬ 
gel of the Lord, I have sinned; for 1 
knew not that thou stoodest in the 
way against me; now therefore, if 
it displease thee, I will get me b&ok 
again. 

35 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Balaam, Qo with the mec ; but 
only the word that I shall speak un¬ 
to thee, that thou shalt speak. So 
Balaam went with the ^riacw of 
Balak. 

36 And when Balak heard that Ba¬ 
laam was come, he went out to meet 
him unto a city of Moab, which is in 
the horder of Arnon, which is in the 
utmost coast. 

37 And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Bid I not earnestly send unto tbee 
to call thee ? wherefore earnest thou 
not unto me ? am I not able indeed 
to promote thee to honour? 

36 And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Lo,T am come unto thee ; have I now 
any power at all to say anything? 
the word that God putteth in my 
mouth, that shall I speak. 

36 And Balaam went with Balak, 
and they came unto Kirjath-huzoth. 

40 And Balak offered oxen and 
sheep, and sent to Balaam, and to 
the princes that were with him. 

41 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that Balak took Balaam, and 
hrought him up into the high places 
of Baal, that thence he might see the 
utmost part of the people. 

CHAPTER XXm. 

Balak't sacrifice — Balaam's parable, 
ND Balaam s&id unto Balak, 
Build me here seven altars, 
and prepare me here seven oxen and 
seven rams. 

2 And Balak did as Balaam had 
spoken ; and Balak and Daloam of¬ 
fered on every altar a bullock and a 
ram. 

3 And BalaAin said unto Balak, 
Stand by thy burnt offering, and I 
will go; peradventure the Lord wiB 
come to moot me; and whatsoever 
be showeth me I will telltheo. And 
ho wont to a high place. 

4 And God met Balaam; and he 
said unto him, I have prepared seven 
altars, and I have offered upon every 
altar a bullook and a ram. 
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A And tbo Lord put a word io Ba¬ 
laam’s mouth, and said. Return unlo 
Balak, and thus Ihou shalt speak. 

6 Aud be returned unto bun, and, 
lo, he stood by bis burnt sacrifice, he, 
and all the princes of Moab. 

7 And be took up bis parable, and 
said, Batak the king of Moab hath 
brought mo from Aram, out of the 
mountains of the east, saying, Come, 
curse tne Jacob, and ooine, defy Is¬ 
rael. 

8 How shall I curse, whom God 
hath not cursed 7 or bow shall I defy, 
whom tbo Lord bath not defied? 

9 For from the top of the rocks I 
see him, and from tno hills I behold 
him; lo, the people shall dwell alone, 
and shall not be reckoned among the 
nations. 

10 Who oan count the dust of Ja- 
oub, and the number of tho fourth 
part of Israel ? Let mo die the death 
of the righteous, and lot my last end 
be like his! 

11 And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Whut hast thou done unto me 7 I 
took theo to curso mine enomies, 
and, behold, thou hast blessed them 
altogether. 

L2 And he answered and said, Must 
I not take hcod to Bpcak that which 
the Lord hath put in my mouth ? 

13 And Balak said unto him, Come, 
I pray thoo, with mo unto another 
plaoo, from whence thou rnnyest see 
[horn; thou Bhalt see but the utmost 
part of them, and shalt not see them 
all; and ourso mo them from thence. 

14 And ho brought him into tho 
field of Zophim, to tho top of Pisgah, 
and built seven altars, and offered a 
bullock aud a ram on every altar. 

15 And ho said unto Balak, Stand 
here by thy burnt offering, while I 
meet the Lord yonder. 

1ft And tho Lord met Balaam, and 
put a word in his mouth, and said, 
Go again unto Balak, and say thus. 

17 And when he came to him, be¬ 
hold, he stood by his burnt offoriug, 
and the princes of Moab with him. 
And Baluk said unto him, What hath 
tho Lord spoken ? 

18 And ho took up his parable, and 
said, liise up, Balak, and noar; heark¬ 
en unto me, thou son of Zippor; 

19 God is uot a man, that he should 
-ie; neither the son of man, that he 


should repent; hath he said, and shall 
he not do it 7 or hath ne spoken, and 
shall he not make it good r 

20 Behold, I have received com¬ 
mandment to hless; and he hath bless¬ 
ed; and I cannot reverse it. 

21 He hath not beheld iniquity in 
Jacob, neither hath he seen perverse- 
nesB in Israel; the Lord his God is 
with him, and the shout of a king is 
among thorn. 

22 God brought them out of Egypt; 
he hath aB it were the strength of a 
unicorn. 

23 Surely there is no enchantment 
against Jacob, neither is there any di¬ 
vination against Israel; according to 
this time it shall be said of Jacob and 
of Israel, What hath God wrought! 

24 Behold, the people shall rise up 
as a great lion, and lift up himself as 
a young lion; he shall not lie down 
until he oat of the prey, and driuk 
the blood of the slain. 

25 And Balak said unto Balaam, 
Neither aurse them at all, nor bless 
them at all. 

20 But Balaam answered and said 
uuto Balak, Told not I thee, saying, 
All that tho Lord speaketh, that I 
must do 7 

27 And Balak said an to Balaam, 
Come, I pray theo, I will bring thee 
unto another place; peradventure it 
will please Goa that thou mayest curse 
me them from thence. 

28 And Baluk brought Balaam nnto 
tho top of Peor, that looketh toward 
Jcshimon. 

29 And Balaam said nnto Balak, 
Build me here seven altars, and pre¬ 
pare me here seven bullocks and sev¬ 
en rams. 

30 And Balak did aB Balaam had 
said, and offorod a bullock and a ram 
on every altar. 

CIIAPTKR XXIV. 

Balaam prvphcsieth—Balak diimiaaelk him 
—Star of Jacob. 

ND when Balaam auw that it 
pleased the Lord to bloss Israel, 
ho woul not, as at other times, to seek 
for enchantments, but he set hia face 
toward the wilderness. 

2 And Balaam lifted np his eyes, 
and ho saw Israel abiding in his tents 
according to their tribes; and the 
Spirit of God name upon him. 

8 And he took up his parable, and 




said, Balaam tho bod of Beor hath 
said, and the man whose eyes are open 
hath Baid; 

4 He hath said, which heard the 
words of God, which saw the vision 
of the Almighty, falling into a trance, 
but having hie eyes open ; 

5 How goodly are thy tents, 0 Ja¬ 
cob, and thy tahernacles, 0 Israel! 

6 Ae tho valleys are they spread 
forth, as gardens by the river's side, 
as the trees of lignaloes which the 
Lord hath planted, and as cedar trees 
beside the waters. 

7 He shall pour the water ont of his 
huckets, and his seed shall be in many 
waters, and hiB king shall he higher 
than Agag, and hie kingdom shall be 
exalted. 

6 God brought him forth out of 
Egypt; he hath as it were the strength 
of a unicorn; he shall eat np the na¬ 
tions hie enemies, and shall hreak 
their bones, and pierce them through 
with his arrows. 

9 Ho couched, he lay down as a lion, 
and as a great lion ; who ehall stir 
him up ? Blessed is he that hlesseth 
thee, and cursed is he that oureetli 
thee. 

10 And Balak’e anger was kindled 
against Balaam, and he emote his 
hands together; and Balak said unto 
Balaam, I called thee to curse mine 
enemies, and, behold, thou hast alto¬ 
gether blessed them these three times. 

11 Therefore now flee thou to thy 
place; I thought to promote thee unto 
great honour; but, lo, the Lord hath 
kept thee back from honour. 

12 And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Spake I not also to thy messengers 
which thou sentest unto me, saying, 

13 If Balak would give mo his house 
full of silver and gold, I cannot go 
beyond the oommandment of the Lord, 
to do either good or bad of mine own 
mind; but what the Lord saith, that 
will I speak ? 

14 And now, behold, I go unto my 
people; come therefore, and I will 
advertise thee what this peoplo shall 
do to thy people in the latter days. 

15 And he took up his parable, and 
said, Balaam the son of Boor, hath 
said, and the man whose eyes are open 
hath said; 

16 He hath said, whioh heard the 
words of God, and knew the know¬ 


ledge of the Most High, which saw the 
vision of the Almighty, falling into a 
trance, but having his eyes open; 

17 I shall see him, hut not now; I 
shall behold him, but not nigh; there 
shall come a Star out of Jocoh, and a 
Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, and 
shall smite the corners of Moah, and 
destroy all the children of Sbcth. 

16 And Edom shall be a possession, 
Seir also shall he a possession for his 
enemies; And Israel shall do valiantly. 

19 Out of Jacob shall come he that 
shall have dominion, and shall de¬ 
stroy him that remainelh of the city. 

20 And when he looked on Amalek, 
he took np his parable, and said, 
Amalek waB the first of the nations; 
bat his latter end Bhall he that he 
perish for ever. 

21 And he looked on the Kenitea, 
and took up his parable, and said, 
Strong is thy dwelling-place, and thou 
puttest thy nest in a rock. 

22. Nevertheless the Kenite shall he 
wasted, until Asshur shall carry thee 
away captive. 

23 And he took np his parable, and 
said, Alas, who shall live when God 
doeth this! 

24 And ships shall come from the 
coast of Chittim, and snail afflict As¬ 
shur, and shall afflict Eber, and he also 
shall perish for ever. 

25 And Balaam rose np, and went 
and returned to his place; and Balak 
also went his way. 

CHAPTER XXX 

[grad commit whoredom and idolatry — 
Phxnehaa biUeth Zimri and Cbxtri.—Thi 
BHdianites art to be vtred. 

ND Israel abode in Shittim, and 
the people began to commit 
whoredom with the daughters of 
Moab. 

2 And they called the people unto 
the sacrifices of their gods; and the 
people did cat, and bowed down to 
their gods. 

3 And Israel joined himself onto 
Baat-peor; and the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Israel. 

4 And the Lord said unto Mosea, 
Take all tbo heads of the people, 
and hang them np before the Lord 
against the sun, that the fierce anger 
of l he Lord may be turned away from 
Israel. 

5 And Moeee said ont a the judges 
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/>f I time I, Slay ye every one of his 
tnco that wore joined unto Baal- 
poor. 

0 And, behold, one of the ohildren 
of Israel came and brought unto his 
brethren a Midianitish woman in the 
sight of Moses, and in the sight of 
ail the congregation of the ouildren 
of Israel, who were weeping before 
the door of the tabern&ole of tho 
songregation. 

7 And when Phinehas, the son of 
Kleazar, the eon of Aaron the priest, 
saw it, be rose up from among the 
congregation, and took a javelin in 
his baud; 

6 And he went after the man of Is¬ 
rael into the tent, and thrust both of 
them through, the man of Israel, and 
tho woman through her belly. So 
the plague was stayed from the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

9 And those that died in the plaguo 
wero twenty and four thousand. 

10 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 

saying, 

11 Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, 
tho eon of Aaron the priost, bath 
turned my wrath away from the 
children of Israel, while he was zeal¬ 
ous for my sake among them, that I 
consumed not the ohildren of Israel 
in my jealousy. 

12 Whorofore say, Behold, I give 
onto him my oovonant of peace ; 

13 And he shall have it, And hiB 
seed after hiui, even the oovonant of 
au overtasting priesthood ; because 
bo was zealous for his Ood, and made 
an atonomont for the ohildren of Is¬ 
rael. 

14 Now the name of tho Israelite 
that was slain, even that was slain 
with the Midianitish woman, was 
Zimri, the eon of Salu, a prinoo of a 
chief house among the Siineonitcs. 

15 And tho name of the Midianitish 
woman that was slain was Cozbi, the 
daughter of Zur; he waB head ovor 
a people, and of a ohiof house in 
Midian. 

10 And tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

17 Vex tho Midianites, and Binito 
them; 

18 For they vex you with thoir 
wiles, wherewith they have beguilod 
you in the matter of Poor, and in the 
matter of Cozbi, tho daughter of a 
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prince of Midian, their sister, whiob 
was slain in the day of tho plague for 
Poor's sake. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Israel again numbered—The law of inherit¬ 
ance—The families and number of the Le¬ 
vitts. 

ND it came to pass after the 
plague, that the Lord spake 
unto Moses and unto Eleazar the 
son of Aaron the priest, saying, 

2 Take the sum of all the congrega¬ 
tion of the ohildren of Israel, from 
twenty years old and upward, through¬ 
out their fathers' bouse, nil that are 
able to go to war in Israel. 

3 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
spake with them in the plains of Moab 
by Jordan near Jorioho, saying, 

4 Take the sum of the people, from 
twenty years old and upward : as the 
Lord commanded Mosos and the ohil¬ 
dren of Israel, whioh went forth out 
of the land of Egypt. 

5 Reuben, the eldest son of Israel; 
the children of Reuben; Hanooh, of 
whom oomclh tho family of the Ha- 
noehites ; of Pallu, the family of the 
Palluites ; 

0 Of Hezron, the family of the 
Hezronitos ; of Carmi, the family of 
the Carmitos. 

7 These are the families of the 
Reubonites ; and they that were num¬ 
bered of them were forty and three 
thousand and seven hundred and 
thirty. 

8 And the sons of Pallu ; Eliab. 

9 And tho sons of Eliab; Nemuel, 
and Dnthan, and Abiram. This is 
that Datban and Abiram, whioh were 
famous in the congregation, who 
strovo against Moses and against 
AaroD in the company of Korah, 
when they strove against the Lord; 

10 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up together with 
Ilorah, when thatoompany died, what 
time the fire devoured two hundred 
and fifty men; and they becamo a 
sign. 

11 Notwithstanding the ohildren of 
Korah died not. 

12 The sons of Simeon after their 
families; of Nemuel, the family of 
the Nemuolites; of Jamin, the family 
of the J&minites; of Jaohin, the 
family of the Jaohinites; 

13 Of Zerah, the family of the 
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Zarhitcs; of Sh&ul, the family of the 
Sh&uliteB. 

14 These are tho families of the 
Bimeonitcs, twenty and two thousand 
and two hundred. 

15 Tho children of Gad after their 
famil ies; of Zcphon, the family of 
the Zephonitcs ; of liaggi, the family 
of the Haggites; of Shuni, the family 
of the Shunites; 

16 Of Ozni, the family of the Oz- 
nites; of Eri, the family of the 
Erites; 

17 Of Arod, the family of the Arod- 
ites ; of Areli, the family of the Arel- 
itee. 

18 These are the families of the 
children of Gad according to those 
that were numbered of them, forty 
thousand and fiye hundred. 

10 Tho sons of Judah were Er and 
Onan ; and Er and Onan died in the 
land of Canaan. 

20 And the sons of Judah after 
their families were; of Shelah, the 
family of the Shelanites; of Pharez, 
the family of the Pharzites; of Zerah, 
the family of the Zarhites. 

21 And tho sons of Pharez were; 
of flezron, the family of the Ilezron- 
ites; of Ilamul, the family of the 
Hamulites. 

22 These are the families of Judah 
according to those that were num¬ 
bered of them, three-score and six¬ 
teen thousand and five hundred. 

23 Of the sons of Issachar after 
their families; of Tola, the family 
of the Tolaites; of Pua, the family 
of the Punites ; 

24 Of J&shub, the family of the 
Jashuhites; of Shimron, the family 
of the Shiwronites. 

25 These are the families of Issa- 
char according to those that wero 
numbered of them, three-soore and 
four thousand and three hundred. 

26 Of the bodb of Zebulun after 
their families ; of Sercd, tho family 
of the Sardites; of Elon, the family 
of the Elonites ; of Jahleel, the fam¬ 
ily of the Jahleelites. 

27 These are tho families of tho 
ZebulunitcB according to those that 
were numbered of them, three-soore 
thousand and fire hundred. 

28 The bodb of Joseph after their 
families were Manasseh and Ephraim. 

20 Of the sons of Manasseh ; of 


Machir, the family of the Machirites; 
and Machir begat Oilead ; of Gilead 
come (he family of the Gileadites. 

30 These are the sons of Gilead; 
of Jeezer, the family of the Jeezer- 
ites ; of llelek, the family of the He- 
lekites; 

31 And of Asriel, the family of the 
Asrielites ; and of Shechem, the fam¬ 
ily of the Shechemites; 

32 And of Shemida, the family of 
the Shemidaites ; and of Hepher, the 
family of the Hepherites. 

33 And Zelophehad the son of He¬ 
pher had no sons, but daughters ; and 
the names of the daughters of Zelo¬ 
phehad were Mahlah, and Noah, 
Hoglah, Milcah, and Tirzah. 

34 These are the families of Ma- 
naeseh, and those that were num¬ 
bered of them, fifty and two thou¬ 
sand and seyen hundred. 

35 Thoee are the sons of Ephraim 
after their families; of Shuthelah, 
the. family of the Shuthalhites; of 
Becher, the family of the Bachritea ; ot 
Tahan, the family of the Tahanitea. 

. 36 And these are the sons of Shu¬ 
thelah ; of Eran, the family of the 
Eranites. 

37 These are the families of the 
sons of Ephraim according to those 
that were numbered of them, thirty 
and two thousand and fiye hundred. 
These are the sons of Joseph after 
their families. 

38 The sons of Benjamin after their 
families; of Bela, the family of the 
Belaites ; of Ashbel, the family of 
the Ashbelites; of Ahiram, the family 
of the Ahiramites; 

30 Of Shupham, the family of the 
Shunbamites ; of Hupham, the family 
of tne Huphamites. 

40 And tho sons of Bela were Ard 
and NaamAn; of Ard, tho family of 
the Ardites; and of Naamzzi, the 
family of the Naamites. 

41 These are the sons of Benjamin 
after their families; and they that 
were numbered of them wero forty 
and five thousand and six hundred. 

42 These are the sons of Dan after 
thoir families; of Shuham, the family 
of the Shuhamites. These are the 
families of Dan after their families. 

43 All the families of the Shuham- 
itos, aooording to those that were 
numbered of them, wero threo-soore 
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ind four thousand and foar hundred. 

-I-I Of the children of Asher uftor 
their families; of Jimna, the family 
of the Jiinnites; of Jesui, the family 
of the Jesuites; of Beriah, the family 
of the Beriitos. 

46 Of the sons of Beriah ; of Heber, 
tho family of the Heberites; of Mal- 
cbicl, the family of the Malchielitea. 

16 And the name of the daughter 
of Asher was Sarah. 

47 These are the families of the 
sons of Ashor according to those that 
were numbered of them ; who were 
fifty and throe thousand and four 
hnndred. 

48 Of the sons of Naphtali after 
their families; of Jahzcel, the family 
of the Jahzeelites; of Guni, the 
family of the Gunites; 

49 Of Jozer, the family of the Je- 
zerites ; of Shillcm, the family of tho 
Shillcmitcs. 

50 These are the families of Naph¬ 
tali according to their families; and 
they that were numbered of them 
were forty and five thousand and four 
hundred. 

51 These wore the numbered of the 
children of Israel, six hundred thou¬ 
sand and a thousand seven hundred 
and thirty. 

52 And tho Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

53 Unto those the land shall bo 
divided for an inheritance according 
to the number of names. 

54 To many thou shalt give tho 
rnoro inheritance, and to few thou 
shalt give the less inheritance; to 
every one shall his inheritance be 
given according to those that were 
numbered of him. 

65 Notwithstanding tho land shall 
be iividod by lot; according to tho 
□ADies of the tribes of their fathers 
thoy shall inherit. 

56 According to the lot shall tho 
possession thereof be divided between 
mauy and few. 

57 And these are they that were 
numbered of the Levites after their 
families; of Qorshon, the family of 
the Gershonitcs; of Kohalb, the 
family of the Kohathites; of Morari, 
the family of the Moraritee. 

58 These aro the families of the 
Levites; the family of the Libnites, 
the family of Ibo Ilobrouitcs, the 
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family of the Mablites, the family of 
tho Musbites, the family of the 
Korathites. And Kohatb hegat 
Amram. 

69 And the name of Amram’s wife 
was Joohebed, the daughter of Levi, 
whom her mother bare to Levi in 
Egypt; and she bare unto Amram, 
Aaron and Moses, and Miriam their 
sister. 

60 And unto Aaron was born Nadab 
and Abibu, Eleazar and Itbamar. 

61 And Nadab and Abibu died, 
wbon they offered strange fire before 
the Lord. 

62 And those that were numbered 
of them were twenty and three thou¬ 
sand, all males from a month old 
and upward ; for they were not num¬ 
bered among the children of Israel, 
because there was no inheritance 
given them among the children of 
Israel. 

63 These are they that were num¬ 
bered by Moses and Eleazar the 

ricst, who numbered the children of 

srael in the plains of Moab hy Jor¬ 
dan near Jericho. 

04 But among these there was not 
a man of them whom Moses and 
Aaron the priest numbered, when they 
numbered the children of Israel in 
the wilderness of Sinai. 

65 For the Lord bad said of them, 
They shall surely die in the wilder¬ 
ness. And there was not left a man 
of them, save Caleb the son of Je- 
pbunneb, and Joshua the son of 
Nuu. 

CHAPTKK xxvn. 

The law of inheritance*—Joikua appointed 
to succeed Moses. 

IIEN came the daughters of Ze- 
lopbchad, tho son of Hepher, the 
son of Gilead, the son of Machir, the 
son of ManAssch, of the families of 
Manassch the son of Joseph ; and 
these are the names of his daughters; 
Mablah, Noah, and Hoglah, and 
Milcab, and Tirzah. 

2 And they stood before Moses, and 
boforo Eleazar the priest, and before 
the princes and all the congregation, 
by the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, saying, 

3 Our father died in the wilderness, 
and ho was not in the oompany of 
them that gathorod themselves to¬ 
gether against tho Lord in the com- 
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p&ny of Korah; bat died in his own I 
sin, and had do sons. 

4 Why Bhoald the name of oar 
father be done away from among his 
family, because he hath no sod ? 
Give unto us therefore a possession 
among the brethren of our father. 

5 And Moses brought their oause 
before the Lord. 

6 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

7 The daughters of Zelophehad 
speak right; thou shalt sorely give 
them a possession of an inheritance 
among their father's brethren; and 
thou shalt cause the inheritance of 
their father to pass unto them. 

8 And thou shalt speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, If a man 
die, and have no son, then ye shall 
oause his inheritance to pass unto his 
daughter. 

0 And if he have no daughter, then 
ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
brethren. 

10 And if he have no brethren, then 
ye shall give his inheritance unto his 
father’s brethren. 

11 And if his father have no bre¬ 
thren, then ye shall give his inherit¬ 
ance unto his kinsman that is next to 
him of his family, and he shall pos¬ 
sess it ; and it shall be unto the chil- 
dron of Israel a statute of judgment, 
as the Lord commanded Mobos. 

12 And the Lord said unto Mosob, 
Get thee up into this mount Abarim, 
and see the land which I have given 
unto the children of Israel. 

13 And when thou hast seen it, 
thou also shalt be gathered unto thy 
people, as Aaron thy brother was 
gathered. 

14 For ye rebelled against my oom- 
mandment in the desert of Zio, in 
the strife of the oongregation, to 
sanctify me at the water before their 
eyes; that is the wator of Moribah 
in Kadesh in the wilderness of 
Zin. 

15 And Moses spake unto the Lord, 
saying, 

16 Let the Lord, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, set a mnn ovor the 
oongregation, 

17 Which may go out before them, 
and which may go in before them, 
and which may lead them out, and 
which may bring them in ; that the 


congregation of the Lord be not as 
sheep which have no shepherd. 

IS And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Take thee Joshua the bod of Nun, a 
man in whom is the Spirit, and lay 
thine hand upon him ; 

19 And set him before Eleaiar the 
priest, and beforo all the congrega¬ 
tion ; and give him a charge in their 
eight. 

20 And thou shalt put some of thine 
honour upon him, that all the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel 
may be obedient. 

21 And he shall stand before Eleaiar 
the priest, who shall aak counsel for 
him after the judgment of Urim 
before the Lord; at his word aball 
they go out, and at his word they 
shall come in, both he, and all the 
children of Israel with him, even all 
the congregation. 

22 Aud Moses did as the Lord com¬ 
manded him; and he took Joshua, 
andset him before Eleazar the priest, 
and before all the congregation ; 

23 And he laid his hands upon him, 
and gave him a charge, as the Lord 
commanded by the hand of Moses. 

CFIAPTER XXVIII. 

Offerings to be observed. 

ND the Lord spake nnto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, My offering, and 
my bread for my sacrifices made by 
fire, for a sweet savour unto me, shall 
ye observe to offer nnto me in their 
due season. 

3 And thou shalt say unto them, 
This is the offering made by fire 
which ye shall offer unto the Lord: 
two lambs of the first year without 
spot day by day, for a continual 
burnt offering. 

4 The one lamb shalt thon offer ia 
tho morning, and the other lamb shall 
thou offer at even ; 

5 And a tenth part of an eph&h of 
flour for a meat offering, mingled 
with the fourth part of a bin of beaten 
oil. 

6 It is a continual burnt offering, 
which was ordained in mount Sinai 
for a Bweet savour, a sacrifice made 
by fire unto the Lord. 

7 And the drink offering thereof 
shall be the fourth part of a hin for 
the one lamb; in the holy place shalt 
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thou cause I he strong wine to be 
pourod unto the Lord for & drink 
offering. 

6 And the other lamb shalt thou 
offer at even ; as Iho meat offering of 
the morning, and as the drink offering 
thereof, thou sbalt offer it, a sacrifice 
made by lire, of a sweet Bavour unto 
the Lord. 

9 And on the sabbath day two lambs 
of the tirBt year without spot, and 
two tenth deals of Hour for a meat 
offering, mingled with oil, and the 
drink offering theroof; 

10 This is the burnt offering of every 
sabbath, beside the continual burnt 
offering, and hie drink offering. 

11 And in the beginnings of your 
months ye shall offer a burnt offering 
unto the Lord; two young bullooks, 
and one ram, seven lambs of the first 
year without spot; 

12 And throe tenth deals of flour 
for a meat offering, mingled with oil, 
for ono bullock; and two tenth deals 
of flour for a meat offering, mingled 
with oil, for ono ram ; 

13 And a several tenth deal of flour 
mingled with oil for a meat offering 
unto one lamb ; for a burnt offering 
of a sweet savour, a sacrifice made by 
firo unto the Lord. 

14 And their drink offerings shall 
be half a hin of wino unto a bullock, 
and the third part of a hin unto a 
ram, and a fourth part of a hin uuto 
a lamb; this is the burnt offering of 
every month throughout the months 
of the year. 

15 And one kid of Ibo goats for a 
sin offering unto the Lord shall be 
offered, beside the continual burnt 
offoring, and his drink offering. 

10 And in the fourteenth day of the 
first month is the passover of the 
Lord. 

17 And in the fifteenth day of this 
month is the feast; seven days shall 
unleavened bread be eaten. 

18 In the first day shall be a holy 
convocation; ye shall do no manner 
of servile work therein ; 

10 Rut ye shall offer a sacrifice mu do 
by firo for a burnt offoring unto tho 
Lord; two young bullocks, and one 
rani, and seven lambs of the first 
ear ; they shalt he unto you without 
lemish. 

20 And their meaL offoring shall be 
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of flour mingled with oil; three tenth 
deals shall ye offer for a bullook, and 
two tenth deals for a ram ; 

21 A several tenth deal shalt thou 
offer for every lamb, throughout the 
6cvcn Iambs; 

22 And one goat for a sin offering, 
to make an atonement for yon. 

23 Ye shall offer these beside the 
burnt offering in the morning, whioh 
is for a continual burnt offering. 

24 After this manner ye shall offer 
daily, throughout the seven days, the 
meat of the saorifice made hy firo, of 
a Bweet Bavour unto the Lord; it 
shall be offered beBide the continual 
burnt offering, and his drink offer¬ 
ing. 

25 And on the seventh day ye shall 
have a holy convocation; ye shall do 
no servile work. 

26 Also in the day of the first fruits, 
when ye bring a new meat offering 
unto the Lord, after your weeks be 
out, ye shall have a holy convoca¬ 
tion ; ye shall do no servile work : 

27 But ye shall offer the burnt offer¬ 
ing for a sweet Bavour unto the Lord ; 
two young bullocks, one ram, seven 
lambs of the first year; 

28 And their meat offering of flour 
mingled with oil, three tenth deals 
unto one bullook, two tenth deals 
unto one rum, 

29 A several tenth deal unto one 
lamb, throughout the seven lambs; 

30 And one kid of the goats, to 
make an atonement for you. 

31 Ye shall offer them beside the 
continual burnt offering, and his meat 
offering, (they shall be unto yon 
without blemish,) and their drink 
offerings. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

Offerings to bt observed. 

ND in the seventh month, on the 
first day of the month, ye shall 
have a holy convocation ; ye shall do 
no servile work ; it is a day of blow¬ 
ing tho trumpets unto you. 

2 And ye shall offer a burnt offering 
for a sweet savour unto the Lord ; one 
young bullook, ono ram, and seven 
lambs of the first year without 
blemish ; 

3 And their meat offering shall be 
of flour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals for a bullook, and two tenth 
deals for a ram, 
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4 And one tenth deal for one Iamb, 
throughout the seven lambs ; 

5 And one kid of the goats for a sin 
offering, 1<j make an atonement for 
you; 

6 Beside the hurnt offering of the 
month, and hie meat offering, and 
the daily burnt offering, and his meat 
offering, and their drink offerings, 
according unto their manner, for a 
eweet savour, a sacrifice made by fire 
anto the Lord. 

7 And ye shall have on the tenth 
day of this seventh month a holy con¬ 
vocation ; and ye shall afflict your 
sonls; ye shall not do any work 
therein; 

S But ye shall offer a burnt offering 
onto the Lord for a sweet savour; 
one young bullock, one ram, and 
seven lambs of the first year; they 
shall he unto you without blemish. 

9 And their meat offering shall be 
of flour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals to a bullock, and two tenth deals 
to one ram, 

10 A several tenth deal for one 
lamb, throughout the seven lambs; 

11 One kid of the goats for a sin 
offering ; beside the sin offering of 
atonement, and the continual burnt 
offering, and the meat offering of it, 
and their drink offerings. 

12 And on the fifteenth day of the 
Beventh month ye shall have a holy 
convocation; ye shall do no servile 
work, and ye shall keep a feast unto 
the Lord seven days; 

13 And ye shall offer a burnt offer¬ 
ing, a sacrifice made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord; thir¬ 
teen young bullocks, two rams, and 
fourteen lambs of the first year; they 
shall bo without blemish ; 

14 And their moat offering shall be 
of flour mingled with oil, three tenth 
deals unto every bullock of the thir¬ 
teen bullocks, two tenth deals to each 
ram of the two rams, 

15 And a several tenth deal to eaoh 
Iamb of the fourteen lambs; 

16 And one kid of the goats for a 
sin offering; beside the oontinual 
burnt offering, his meat offering, and 
his drink offering. 

17 And on the second day ye shall 
offer twelve youDg bullocks, two rams, 
fourteen lambs of the first year with¬ 
out spot; 


18 And their meat offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullocks, 
for tho rams, and for the lambs, shall 
be according to their number, after 
the manner; 

19 And one kid of the goats for a 
sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, and the meat offering 
thereof, and tbeir drink offerings. 

20 And on the third day eleven 
bullocks, two rams, foartccn Iambi 
of the first year without blemish; 

21 And their meat offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullooki, 
for the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
be according to their narnber, after 
the manner; 

22 And one goat for a sin offering; 
beside the continual burnt offering, 
and his meat offering, and his drink 
offering. 

23 And on tho fourth day ten bul¬ 
locks, two rams, dnd fourteen lambs 
of the first year without blemish ; 

24- Their meal offering and their 
drink offerings for the bullocks, for 
the rams, and for the lambs, shall be 
according to their number, after the 
manner; 

25 And one kid of the goat6 for 
a sin offering; beside the continual 
burnt offering, his meat offering, and 
his drink offering. 

26 And on the fifth day nine bul 
locks, two rams, and fourteen lambs 
of the first year without spot: 

27 And their meat offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullocks, 
for the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
be according to their number, after 
the manner; 

2S And one goat for a sin offering ; 
beside the continual burnt offering, 
and his meat offering, and his drink 
offering. 

29 And on the sixth day eight bul¬ 
locks, two rams, and fourteen Iambi 
of tbe first year without blemish ; 

30 And their meat offering an i 
their drink offerings for tbe bullocks, 
for the rams, and for the lambs, shall 
be according to their number, after 
the manner; 

31 And one goAt for a sin offering ; 
beside the continual burnt offering, 
his meat offering, and his drink of¬ 
fering. 

32 And on the seventh day seven 
bullocks, two rams, and fourteen 
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lambs of the first year without blem¬ 
ish ; 

33 And their moat offering and 
their drink offerings for the bullocks, 
for tho rams, and for the lambs, shall 
be according to their number, after 
the manner; 

34 And ono goat for a sin offering; 
bcBtde the continual hurnt offering, 
his meat offering, and bis drink of¬ 
fering. 

35 On the eighth day ye shall have 
a solemn assembly; ye shall do no 
servile work therein ; 

30 I3ut ye shall offer a burnt of¬ 
fering, a sacrifico made by firo, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord; ono 
bullock, one ram, soven lambs of the 
first year without blemish ; 

37 Their meat offering and their 
drink offerings for tho hullock, for 
the ram, and for the lambs, shall be 
according to their number, after the 
manner; 

36 And one goat for a sin offering ; 
beside the continual burnt offoring, 
and his meat offering, and his drink 
offering. 

39 These things ye shall do unto 
the Lord in your set feasts, heside 
your vows, and your freo-will offer¬ 
ings, for your burnt offerings, and 
for your meat offerings, and for your 
drink offerings, and for your peace 
offerings. 

40 And Mosob told the children of 
Israel according to all that the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

CIIAPTKR XXX. 

Of wmn. 

N1) Moses spake unto the bonds 
of the tribes oonoerning the 
children of Israel, saying, This is 
tho thing whioh the Lord hud com¬ 
manded. 

2 If a man vow a vow unto the 
Lord, or swoar an oath to bind his 
soul with a bond; be sbnll not break 
his word, he shall do according to all 
that proooodetb out of his mouth. 

3 If a woman also vow a vow un¬ 
to the Lord, and bind herself by a 
bond, being in her fatbor’s house in 
her youth ; 

4 And her father hear her vow, 
and her bond wherewith she bath 
bound her soul, and her father shall 
hold his pcuoo at her; then all hor 
vows (hall stand, and every bond 
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wherewith she hath bound her soul 
shall stand. 

5 But if her father disallow her In 
the day that he heareth, not any of 
her vows, or of her bonds where¬ 
with sho hath bound her soul, shall 
stand; and the Lord shall forgive 
her, because her father disallowed her. 

6 And if she had at all a husband, 
when she vowed, or uttered aught out 
of her lips, wherewith she bound her 
soul; 

7 And her husband heard it, and 
held his pcaco at her in the day that 
he heard it; then her vows shall 
stand, and her bonds wherewith she 
hound her soul shall stand. 

8 But if her husband disallowed 
her on the day that he heard it, then 
bo shall make her vow whioh she 
vowed, and that whioh she uttered 
with her lips, wherowith she bound 
her soul, of none effoot; and the 
Lord shall forgivo her. 

9 But every vow of a widow, and 
of her that is divorced, wherowith 
they have bound their souls, shall 
stand against her. 

10 And if she vowed in her hus- 
hand’s bouse, or bound her soul by 
a bond with an oath ; 

11 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peaco at her, and disallow¬ 
ed bor not; then all hor vows shall 
stand, and every bond wherewith she 
bound her soul shall stand. 

12 But if her husband hath utterly 
made them void on the day ho heard 
them; then whatsoever proceeded out 
of her lips concerning her vows, or 
ooncerning tho bond of her soul, shall 
not stand; her husband hath made 
them void; and the Lord shall for¬ 
give her. 

13 Evory vow, and every binding 
oath to afflict the soul, hor husband 
may establish it, or her husband may 
mako it void. 

14 But if her husband altogether 
bold his peaco at hor from day to 
day; thon he established all her 
vows, or all her bonds, whioh are 
upon her; ho confirmed them, be¬ 
cause he hold his pcaoo at bor in the 
day that he heard them. 

16 But if ho shall any ways make 
them void uftcr that he hath heard 
them; then ho shall bear her Ini¬ 
quity. 
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16 These arc the statutes, which the 
Lord commanded Moses, between a 
man and his wife, between the father 
and his daughter, being yet in her 
jou'h in her father's house. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

The Midianiiet are spoiled, and Balaam 
slain—Moses is wroth. 

ND the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Avenge the children of Israel of 
the Midianiles; afterward shalt thou 
be gathered unto thy people. 

3 And Moses spake unto the people, 
saying, Arm some of yourselvos onto 
the war, ond let them go against the 
Midianites, and avenge the Lord of 
Midian. 

4 Of every tribe a thousand, through¬ 
out all the tribes of Israel, shall ye 
send to the war. 

6 So there were delivered out of the 
thousands of Israel, a thousand of 
every tribe, twelve thousand armed 
for war. 

6 And Mosob sent them to the war, 
a thousand of evory tribe, them and 
Phinchas the son of Eleazar, the 
priest, to the war, with the holy in¬ 
struments, and the trumpets to blow 
in his hand. 

7 And they warred against the Mid¬ 
ianites, as tho Lord commanded Mo¬ 
ses ; and they slew all the males. 

8 And they slew tho kings of Mid¬ 
ian, beside the rest of them that were 
slain; namely, Evi, aud Reken, and 
Zur, and Iiur, and Reba, five kings 
of Midian; Balaam also the son of 
Beor they Blew with tho sword. 

9 And the children of Israel took all 
the women of Midian captives, and 
their little ones, and took the spoil 
of all their cattle, and all their flocks, 
and all their goods. 

10 And they burnt all their oitics 
wherein they dwelt, and all their 
goodly castles, with fire. 

11 And they took all the spoil, and 
all the prey, both of men and of 
beasts. 

12 And they brought the enptives, 
and the prey, and the spoil, unto Moses 
and Eleazar the priest, and unto the 
congregation of the ohildren of Is¬ 
rael, unto the camp at the plains of 
Moah, which are by Jordan near 
Jericho. 

13 And Moses, and Eleazar the 


priest, and all the princes of the con¬ 
gregation, went forth to meet them 
without the camp. 

14 And Moses was wroth with the 
officers of the host, with the captains 
over thousands, and captains over 
hundreds, which came from the 
battle. 

15 And Moses said unto them, Save 
yo saved all the women alive ? 

16 Behold, these caused the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, through the counsel of 
Balaam, to commit trespass against 
tho Lord in tbe matter of Peor, and 
there was a plague among the con¬ 
gregation of the Lord. 

17 Now therefore kill every male 
among the little ones, and kill every 
woman that hath known man by ly¬ 
ing with him. 

18 But all the women children, that 
have not known a man by lying with 
him, keep alive for yourselves. 

19 And do ye abido without the 
camp seven days; whosoever hath 
killed any person, and whosoever 
hath touched any slain, purify hoth 
yourselves and your captives on the 
third day, and on the seventh day. 

20 Aud purify all your raiment, and 
all that is made of skins, and all work 
of goats’ hair, and all things made of 
wood. 

21 And Eleazar the priest said nnto 
the men of war which went to tbe 
battle, This is the ordinance of the 
law which the Lord commanded 

Moses ; 

22 Only the gold, and the silver, 
tho brass, the irou, the tin, and tbe 
lead, 

23 Every thing that may abide the 
fire, ye shall make it go through the 
fire, and it shall be olean ; neverthe¬ 
less it shall be purified with the water 
of separation; and all that abideth 
not the fire ye shall make go through 
the water. 

24 And ye shall wash your clothe* 
on the seventh day, and ye shall he 
olean, and afterward ye shall oome 
into the camp. 

25 And the Lord spake unto Mosob, 
saying, 

26 Take the Bum of tho prey that 
was taken, both of man and of beast, 
thou, and Eleazar the priest, aud the 
chief fathers of tbo congregation ; 

27 And divide the prey into two 
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parte; hetween them Lhat took the 
war upon them, who went out to 
battle, and hetween all the congre¬ 
gation. 

28 And levy a tribute unto the 
Lord of the men of war which went 
oat to battle; one soul of five hun¬ 
dred, both of the persons, and of the 
beeves, and of the asses, and of the 
sheep ; 

20 Take it of their half, aod give it 
unto Eleazur the priest, for a heave 
offering of the Lord. 

30 And of the ohildrcn of Israel’s 
half, thou shall tako one portion of 
fifty, of the persons, of the beeves, 
of the asses, and of the flocks, of all 
manner of beasts, and give them 
unto the Levitcs, which keep the 
charge of the tabernaole of the Lord. 

31 And Moses and Eleazar tho 
priest did as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

32 And the booty, being tho reBt 
of tho prey which the men of war 
had caught, was six hundred thou¬ 
sand and seventy thousand and five 
thousand sheep, 

33 And three-score and twelve thou¬ 
sand beeves, 

34 And three-score and one thousand 
asses, 

35 And thirty and two thousand 
persons in all, of women that had 
not known man by lying with him. 

38 And tbo half, which was tho por¬ 
tion of thorn that went out to war, 
was in number three hundred thou¬ 
sand and soven and thirty thousand 
and five hundred sheep ; 

37 And tho Lord’s tributo of the 
sheep was six hundred and three¬ 
score and fifteen. 

38 And the beovee were thirty and 
six thousand; of which tho Lord’s 
tribute was three-score and twelve. 

39 And the asses were thirty thou¬ 
sand and five hundred ; of which the 
Lord's tribute was tbreo-soore and one. 

40 And the persons wore sixteen 
thousand; of which the Lord’s trib¬ 
ute was thirty BDd two persons. 

41 And Moses gavo tho tribute, 
which was the Lord's heave offering, 
unto Eleazar the priest, as tho Lord 
commanded Moses. 

42 And of the children of Israel's 
half, whiob Moses divided from the 
men that warred, 


43 (Now the half that pertained 
unto the congregation was three 
hundred thousand and thirty thoa- 
sand and seven thousand and five 
hundred sheep, 

44 And thirty and six thousand 
beoves, 

45 And thirty thousand asses and 
five hundred, 

4G And sixteen thousand persons,) 

47 Even of the children of Israel's 
half, Moses took one portion of fifty, 
hoth of man and of beast, and gave 
them onto the Levites, which kept 
the charge of the tabernacle of the 
Lord; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

48 And tho officers which wore over 
thousands of the host, the captains 
of thousands, and oaptains of hun¬ 
dreds, came near unto Moses; 

40 And they said unto Moses, Thy 
servants have taken the sum of the 
men of war which are under oar 
charge, and there laoketh not one 
man of us. 

50 We have therefore brought an 
oblation for the Lord, what every 
man hath gotten, of jewels of gold, 
chains, and bracelets, rings, ear-rings 
and tablets, to make an atonement 
for our souls before the Lord. 

51 And Moses and Eleazar th« 
priest took the gold of them, eves 
all wrought jewels. 

52 And nil the gold of the offering 
that they offered up to the Lord, of 
the captains of thousands, and of the 
captains of hundreds, was sixteen 
thousand seven hundred and fifty 
shekels. 

53 (For the men of war had taken 
spoil, every man for himself.) 

54 And Moses and Eleazar the 
priest took the gold of tho captains 
of thousands and of hundreds, and 
brought it into the tabernaole of 
tho congregation, for a memorial for 
the children of Israel before the 
Lord. 


CHAPTER XXXII. 

Motet rtprnx'tih Reuben and Gad —They 

N quer the land assigned by Motet. 

OAV tho ohildrcn of Reuben and 
tbo ohildron of Gad had a very 
great multitude of cftttle; and when 
they saw the land of Jazor, and the 
land of Qilond, that, behold, the 
plaoe was a placo for cattle; 

2 The ohildrcn of Gad and the ohll- 
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dren of Reuben came and spake onto 
Moses, and to Eleazar the priest, and 
onto the princes of Lhe congregation, 
saying, 

3 Ataroth, and Dibon, and Jater, 
and Nimrah, and ileshbon, and Elea- 
Jeh, and Shebatn, and Nebo, and 
Beon, 

4 Even the country which the Lord 
smote hefore the congregation of 
Israel, is a land for oattle, and thy 
servants have oattle; 

5 Wherefore, said they, if we have 
found grace in thy sight, let this 
land be given unto thy servants for 
a possession, and bring us not over 
Jordan. 

6 And Moses said unto the children 
of Gad and to the children of Reu¬ 
ben, Shall your brethren go to war, 
and shall ye sit here ? 

7 And wherefore discourage ye the 
heart of the children of Israel from 
going over into the land whioh the 
Lord hath given them ? 

8 Thus did your fathers, when I 
sent them from Kade9h-bamea to 
see the land. 

9 For when they went up into the 
valley of Eshool, and saw the land, 
they disoouraged the heart of the 
ohildren of Israel, that they should 
not go into the land which the Lord 
had given them. 

10 And the Lord's anger was kin¬ 
dled the same time, and he sware. 
Baying, 

11 Surely none of the men that 
oame up out of Egypt, from twenty 
yearB old and upward, shall see the 
land which I sware unto Abraham, 
unto Isaac, and unto Jacob ; because 
they have not wholly followed me; 

12 Save Caleb the son of Jephnn- 
neh the Eenezitc, and Joshua the 
son of Nun; for they have wholly 
followed the Lord. 

13 And the Lord’s anger was kin¬ 
dled against Israel, and he mado 
them wander in the wilderness forty 
years, until all the generation, thAt 
had done evil in the sight of tho 
Lord, was consumed. 

14 And, behold, ye are risen np in 
yonr fathers’ stead, an increase of 
flinfnl men, to nugment yet the fierce 
anger of the Lord toward Israel. 

16 For if ye tarn away from after 
him, he will yet again leave them 


in the wilderness; and ye shall de¬ 
stroy all this people. 

16 And they came near unto him, 
and said. We will bnild sheep-folds 
here for our cattle, and cities for our 
little ones; 

17 But we ourselves will go ready 
armed before the children of Israel, 
until we have brought them unto 
their place; and our little ones shall 
dwell in the fenced cities, beoatue of 
the inhabitants of the land. 

18 We will not return unto our 
houses, until the children of Israel 
have inherited every man his inherit¬ 
ance ; 

19 For we will not inherit with 
them on yonder side Jordan, or . for¬ 
ward ; because our inheritance is 
fallen to ub on this side Jordan east¬ 
ward. 

20 And Moses said unto them, If 
ye will do this thing, if ye will go 
armed before the Lord to war, 

21 And will go all of yon armed 
over Jordan before the Lord, until 
he hath driven oat his enemies from 
before him, 

22 And the land be subdued hefore 
the Lord; then afterward ye shall 
retnrn, and be guiltless before the 
Lord, and before Israel: and this 
land shall be your possession before 
the Lord. 

23 But if ye will not do so, behold, 
ye have sinned against the Lord; 
and be sure your sin will find you 
out. 

24 Build you oities for your little 
ones, and folds for your sheep; and 
do that whioh hath proceeded oat of 
yonr month. 

26 And the children of Gad and the 
children of Renben spake onto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, Thy servants will do afl 
my lord commandeth. 

26 Onr little ones, onr wives, out 
flocks, and all our oattle, shall be 
there in the oities of Gilead; 

27 But thy servants will pass over, 
every man armed for war, before the 
Lord to battle, as my lord saith. 

28 So concerning them Moses com¬ 
manded Eleazar the priest, and Joshua 
tho son of Nun, and tho ohiof fathers 
of the trihes of the ohildren of 
Israel; 

29 And Moses said onto them, If 
the cbildroa of Gad and the ohildren 
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of Reuben will pass with you over 
Jordan, every man armed to battle, 
before the Lord, and the land shall 
be eubdaed before you; then ye shall 
give them the land of Gilead for a 
possession ; 

30 But if they will not rasa over 
with you armed, they Bhall nave pos¬ 
sessions among you in the land of 
Canaan. 

31 And tho childron of Gad and 
the children of Reuben unswerod, 
saying, As tho Lord hath said unto 
thy servants, so will wo do. 

32 We will pass over armed before 
the Lord into the land of Canaan, 
that the possession of our inheritance 
on this sido Jordan may bo ours. 

33 And Moses gave unto them, even 
to tbe children of Gad, and to the 
children of Reuben, and onto half 
the tribo of ManaBseh tbe son of 
Joseph, tho kingdom of Sibon king 
of the Amorites, and tho kingdom of 
Og king of Bashan, the land, with 
the cities thereof in tho coasts, even 
the oities of the country round about. 

34 And the children of Gad huilt 
Dibon, and Ataroth, and Arocr, 

35 And Atroth,Shophan,and Jaazcr, 
and Joghohah, 

30 And Beth-nimrah, and Both- 
haran, fenced cities; and folds for 
sheep. 

37 And tho ohildren of Reuben 
built Ileshbon, and Elealeh, and 
Rirjathaim, 

38 And Neho, and Baal-meon, 
(their nameB being changod,) and 
Bhibmah; and gave other namos 
unto the cities which they buildod. 

39 And the children of Maohir the 
son of Maoassch went to Gilead, and 
took it, and dispossessed the Amorite 
which was in it. 

40 And Mosos gavo Gilead unto 
Maohir the son of Manasseh; and he 
dwelt therein. 

41 And Jair the eon of M&nasseh 
went and took the small towns thereof, 
and called them Havoth-jair. 

42 And Nobah went and took Ke- 
nath, and the villagos thereof, and 
sailed it Nobah, aftor his own name. 

CIUPTKR XXXIII. 

Two and forty jnttmryt qf the Israelite .»— 
Hit Oanaanitet to be destroyed. 
HESE are the journeys of the 
children of Israel, which went 


forth out of the land of Egypt with 
their armies nnder the hand of Moses 
and Aaron. 

2 And Moses wrote their goings out 
according to their journeys by the 
commandment of the Lord; and these 
are their journeys according to their 
goings out. 

3 And they departed from Raineses 
in the first month, on the fifteenth 
day of the first month; on the mor¬ 
row after the passover the children 
of Israel went out with a high hand 
in the eight of all the Egyptians. 

4 For the Egyptians buried all their 
first-born, whicn the Lord had smit¬ 
ten among them; upon their gods 
also the Lord executed judgments. 

5 And the ohildren of Israel removed 
from Raineses, and pitched in Suocoth. 

0 And they departed from Suoooth, 
and pitched in Etham, which is in 
the edge of the wilderness. 

7 And they removed from Etham, 
and turned again nnto Pi-h&hiroth, 
which is beforo Baal-zephon; and 
they pitohed before Migdol. 

8 And thoy departed from before 
Pi-hahiroth, and passed through the 
midst of the sea into the wilderness, 
and went three days' journey in the 
wilderness of Etham, and pitohed in 
Marah. 

9 And they removed from Marah, 
and came unto Elim ; and in Elim 
wore twelve fountains of water, and 
throe-Bcore and ten palm trees; and 
they pitched there. 

10 And they removed from Elim, 
and enoamped by the Red sea. 

11 And they removed from the Red 
sea, and encamped in the wilderness 
of Sin. 

12 And they took their journey out 
of the wilderness of Sin, and enoamped 
in Dophkah. 

13 And they departed from Dophkah, 
and oncamped in Alush. 

14 And they removed from Alush, 
and enoamped at Rephidim, where 
was no water for tne people to 
drink. 

15 And they departed from Rephi¬ 
dim, and pitched in the wilderness 
of Sinai. 

10 And they removed from the 
desert of Sinai, and pitched at Kl- 
broth-hattaavah. 

IT And they departed from El- 
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brotb-battaavah, and encamped at 
Hazeroth. 

18 And they departed from Haze- 
rotb, and pitched in Rithmab. 

19 And they departed from Rith- 
mah, and pitched at Rimmon-parcz. 

20 And they departed from Rim- 
mon-parez, and pitched in Libnah. 

21 And they removed from Libnah, 
and pitched at Rissah. 

22 And they journeyed from Rissah, 
and pitched in Kehelathah. 

23 And they went from Kehelathah, 
and pitched in mount Shapher. 

24 And they removed from mount 
Shapher, and encamped in Haradah. 

25 And they removed from Hara- 
dah, and pitched in Makheloth. 

26 And they removed from Mak- 
heloth, and encamped at Tahath. 

27 And they departed from Tahath, 
and pitched at Tarah. 

28 And they removed from Tarah, 
and pitched in Mithcah. 

29 And they went from MithcAh, 
and pitched in Hashmonah. 

30 And they departed from Hash- 
monah, and encamped at Mosoroth. 

81 And tboy departed from Mose- 
roth, and pitched in Bene-jaakan. 

32 And they removed from Bene- 
jnnkan, and cnoamped at Hor-hagid- 
ga«l. 

33 And they went from Hor-hagid- 
gad, and pitched in Jotbathah. 

34 And they removed from Jotba- 
thah, and encamped at Ebronah. 

35 And they departed from Ebro- 
nnh, and encamped at Ezion-gaber. 

36 And they removed from Ezion- 
gober, and pitched in the wilderness 
of Zin, which is Kade9h. 

37 And they removed from Kndesh, 
find pitched in mount Ilor, in the 
edge of the land of Edom. 

38 And Aaron the priest wont up 
into mount Hor at the commandment 
of the Lord, and died there, in the 
fortieth year after the children of 
Israel were come out of tho land of 
FSgypt, in the first day of the fifth 
month. 

39 And Aaron was a hundred and 
twenty and three yearB old when he 
died in mount Hor. 

40 And king Arad the Cauaanito, 
which dwelt in the Routh in the land 
of Canaan, heard of the coming of 
the ohildren of Israel. 


41 And they departed from mount 
Hor, and pitched in 2almonah. 

42 And they departed from Zalmo- 
Dah, and pitched in Punon. 

43 And they departed from Punon, 
and pitched in Oboth. 

44 And they departed from Oboth, 
and pitched in Ijc-abarim, in the 
border of Moab. 

45 And they departed from Iim, and 
pitched in Dibon-gad. 

46 And they removed from Dibon- 
gad, and encamped in Almon-dibla- 
thaim. 

47 And they removed from Almon- 
diblathaim, and pitched in the moan* 
tains of Abarim, before Nebo. 

48 And they departed from the 
mountains of Abarim, and pitched in 
the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho. 

49 And they pitched by Jordan, 
from Beth-jesimoth even onto Abel- 
ehittim in the plains of Moab. 

50 And the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the plains of Moab by Jordan near 
Jericho, saying, 

51 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say onto them, When ye are 
passed over Jordan into the land of 
Canaan; 

52 Then ye shall drive out all the 
inhabitants of the land from before 
you, and destroy all their pictures, 
and destroy all their molten images, 
and quite pluck down all their high 
places; 

53 And ye shall dispossess the in¬ 
habitants of the land, and dwell 
therein; for I have given you the 
land to possess it. 

54 And ye shall divide the land by 
lot for an inheritance among yonr 
families; and to the more ye shall 
give the more inheritance, and to the 
fewer ye shall give the less inherit¬ 
ance ; every man's inheritance shall 
be iu the place where his lot falleth; 
According to the tribes of your fathers 
ye shall inherit. 

55 But if ye will not drive out the 
inhabitants of the land from before 
you ; then it shall come to pass, that 
those which ye let remain of them 
shall be pricks in yonr eyes, and 
thorns in your sides, and shall 
vex you in tho land wherein ye 
dwoll. 

56 Moreover it shall come to pass,

that I shall do unto you, as I thought 
to do unto them. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

Hu border » of the kind — TV men who divide 
the land. 

ND tbo Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When yo come 
into the land of Canaan; (this is tho 
land that shall fall unto you for an 
inheritance, even tho land of Canaan 
with tho coasts thereof;) 

3 Then your south quarter ehall be 
from the wilderness of Zin along by 
the coast of Edom, and your south 
border Bhall be the outmost coast of 
the suit tea eastward ; 

4 And your border shall turn from 
the south to tne ascent of Akrabbiin, 
and pass on to Zin ; and tho going 
forth thereof shall bo from the south 
to Kadosh-barnoa, and shall go on 
to Hazar-addar, and pass on to 
Azmon ; 

5 And the hordor shall fotch n com¬ 
pass from Azmon unto the river of 
Egypt, and tho goings out of it shall 
bo at tho sea. 

8 And as for the western border, yo 
shall even havo the great sea for a 
border; this shall be your west 
border. 

7 And this shall be your north bor¬ 
der; from the great sea ye shall point 
out for you mount Uor; 

8 From mount Ilor ye shall point 
out your border unto the entrance of 
Hamath; and tho goings forth of 
border shall be to Zedad ; 

9 And the border shall go on to 
Ziphron, and the goingB out of it 
shall be at llazar-onan ; this shall bo 
your north border. 

10 And ye shall poiut your east 
border from Hazar-enan to Shc- 
pham; 

11 And the coaBt ehall go down 
Horn Shepham to RiblAh, on tho east 
side of Ain; and tho bordor shall 
descend, and shall reach unto the 
side of the eoa of Chinnerelh east¬ 
ward ; 

12 And the border shall go down 
to Jordan, and the goings out of it 
Bhall be at the Balt sea; this Bhall be 
your land with tho ooasts thereof 
round about. 

13 And Moses commanded the ohil- 


XXXIV. 201 

dron of Israel, saying, This is the land 
which ye shall inherit by lot, which 
the Lord commanded to give unto 
the nine tribes, and to the half 
tribe; 

14 For the tribe of the children of 
Reuben according to the house of their 
fathers, and (he tribe of the children 
of Gad according to the house of their 
fathers, have received their inherit¬ 
ance; and half the trihe of M&n&sseh 
have received their inheritance; 

15 The two tribes and the half tribe 
have received their inheritance on this 
side Jordan near Jericho eastward, 
toward the sunrising. 

16 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

17 These are the names of the men 
which shall divide the land unto you; 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son 
of Nun. 

18 And ye shall tako one prince of 
every tribe, to divide the land by in¬ 
heritance. 

19 And tho names of the men are 
these; Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb 
the son of Jephunneh. 

20 And of the tribe of the children 
of Simoon, Shemuol the son of Am- 
mihud. 

21 Of the tribe of Benjftmin, Elidad 
tho son of Chislon. 

22 And the prince of tho tribe of the 
ohildren of Dan, Bukki the son of 
Jogli. 

23 The prince of tho children of 
Joseph, for the tribe of the children 
of Manosseh, Hauniel the son of 
Ephod. 

24 And tho prince of the tribe of 
the ohildren or Ephraim, Keinuol the 
son of Shiphtan. 

25 And tho prinoo of the tribo of 
the ohildren of Zobulun, Elizaphan 
the son of Parnaoh. 

28 And the prince of the tribe of 
the ohildren of Issachar, Paltiel the 
son of Atzan. 

27 And the prince of the trihe of 
tho children of Asher, Ahihud the son 
of Shelomi. 

28 And tho prince of the tribe of 
the ohildren ol Naphtali, Pedahol the 
son of Ammihud. 

29 These aro they whom the Lord 
commanded to divide the inheritance 
unto the ohildren of Israel in the land 
of Canaan. 
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CHAPTER XXXV. 

J Wffhl and forty cities far the LeuiU*—Six of 

them cities of refuge — The lawt of murder. 

ND the Lord spake unto Mosei 
in tho plains of Moah by Jordan 
near Jericho, saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they give unto tho Levites, of 
the inheritance of their possession, 
cities to dwell in; and ye shall give 
also unto the Levites suburbs for the 
oities round about them. 

3 And the oities shall they have to 
dwell in; and the suburbs of them 
shall he for their cattle, and for their 
goods, and for all their beasts. 

4 And the suburbs of the oities, 
which ye shall give onto the Levites, 
shall reach from the wall of the oity 
and outward a thousand cubits round 
about. 

5 And ye shall measure from with¬ 
out the oity on the oast side two thou¬ 
sand cubits, and on the south side 
two thousand cubits, and on the west 
side two thousand cubits, and on the 
north side two thousand cubits; and 
the city shall he in the mid9t; this 
shall be to them the Boburbs of the 
cities. 

0 And among the cities which ye 
shall give unto the Lovites there shall 
be six cities for refuge, which ye shall 
appoint for the manslayer, that he 
may flee thither; and to them ye shall 
add forty and two cities. 

7 So all the cities which ye shall 
give to the Levites shall be forty and 
eight oitieB; them shall ye give with 
their suburbs. 

8 And the oities whioh ye shall give 
shall be of the possession of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel; from them that havo 
many ye shall give many; but from 
them that have few ye shall give few; 
every one shall give of his cities unto 
the Levites according to his inherit¬ 
ance which he inheriteth. 

0 And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

10 Speak onto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When ye be come 
over Jordan into the land of Canaan, 

11 Then ye shall appoint you oities 
to be cities of refuge for you; that tho 
slayer may flee thither, whioh killeth 
any person at unawares. 

12 And they shall be unto you cities 
for refuge from the avenger; that the 


manslayer die not, until he stand be¬ 
fore the congregation in judgment. 

13 And of these cities whioh ye shall 
give, six oities shall ye have for re¬ 
fuge. 

14 Te shall give three oities on this 
side Jordan, and three oities shall ye 
give in the land of Canaan, which 
shall be oities of refuge. 

15 These six oities shall be a re¬ 
fuge, both for the children of Israel, 
and for the stranger, and for the so¬ 
journer among them; that every one 
that killeth any person unawares may 
flee thither. 

10 And if ho smite him with an i i- 
strument of iron, so that he die, he is 
n murderer; the murderer shall surely 
be put to death. 

17 And if he smito him with throw¬ 
ing a stone, wherewith he may die, 
and he die, he is a murderer; the 
murderer shall surely be put to death. 

18 Or if he smite him with a hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he is a murderer; the 
murderer shall surely be put to death. 

19 The revenger of blood himself 
shall slay the murderer; when he 
meeteth him, he shall slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred, 
or hurl at him by laying of wait, that 
he die; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die; he that smote him 
shall surely be put to death; for he is 
a murderer; tne revenger of blood 
shall slay the murderer, when he meet- 
etb him. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly 
without enmity, or havo oast upon him 
any thing without laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith a 
man may die, seeing him not, and oast 
it upon him, that he die, And was not 
bis enemy, neither sought his harm; 

24 Then the ooDgregation shall judge 
between the slayer and the revenger of 
blood according to these judgments ; 

25 And the congregation shall de¬ 
liver tho slayer out of the hand of the 
revenger of blood, and the congrega¬ 
tion shall restore him to the oity of 
his refuge, whither he was fled; and 
he shall abide in it unto the death cf 
tho high priest, whioh was anointed 
with the holy oil. 

26 But if the slayer shall at any 
time come without the border of the 
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city of his refuge, whither ho was fled; 

27 And the revenger of blood find 
him without the bordors of tho city 
of his refuge, and tho revengor of 
blood kill the slayor; he shall not ho 
guilty of blood ; 

28 Rccaufio ho should have remainod 
in the city of his refuge until the death 
of the high price!; but after the death 
of the high priosl tho slayer shall ro- 
tarn into the land of hie possession. 

29 So these things shall bo for a stat¬ 
ute of judgment unto you throughout 
your generations in all yourdwellings. 

30 Whoso killeth any person, tho 
murdorer shall bo pul to death by 
the mouth of witnesses; but ono wit¬ 
ness shall not testify against any per¬ 
son to cause him to die. 

31 Moreover yo shall take no satis¬ 
faction for the life of a murderer, 
which is guilty of death ; but he shall 
be surely put to death. 

J2 And ye shall take no satisfaction 
for him that is fled to the oity of his 
refuge, that he should come again to 
dwell in the land, until the death of 
the priost. 

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye aro; for blood it defiletb 
the land; and the land cannot be 
cleansed of the blood that is shed 
therein, but by the blood of him that 
shed it. 

34 Defile not thereforo the land 
whioh ye shall inh&hit, wherein I 
dwoll; for I the Lord dwell among 
the children of Ier&ol. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

The inheritance of daughters secured by 
marrying in their own tribes—The daugh¬ 
ters of Zelophehad. 

ND the chief fathers of tho fami¬ 
lies of the children of Qilead, 
the son of Maohir, the Bon of Ma- 
nassoh, of the families of the sons 
of Joseph, oatno near, and spake 
before Moses, and before the princes, 
the ohief fathers of tho ohildren of 
Israel; 

2 And they said, The Lord com¬ 
manded my lord to give the land for 
an Inheritance by lot to the ohildren 
of Israol; and my lord was command¬ 
ed by the Lord to give the inhoritauoe 
of Zelophehad our hrother unto his 
daughters. 

3 And If they be married to any of 
the sons of the other tribes of the 


ohildren of Israel, then shall their In¬ 
heritance be taken from tho inherit¬ 
ance of our fathers, and shall bo put 
to Iho inheritance of the tribe where- 
unto they are roceived; so shall it be 
taken from the lot of our inheritance. 

4 And whon the jubilee of the chil¬ 
dren of Israol shall he, then shall 
their inheritance be put unto the in¬ 
heritance of the tribe whoreunto they 
aro roceived ; so shall their inherit¬ 
ance ho taken away from the inherit¬ 
ance of the tribe of our fathers. 

5 And Mosos commanded the chil¬ 
dren of Israel according to the word 
of the Lord, eayiDg, The trihe of the 
sons of Joseph hath said well. 

0 This is the thing which the Lord 
doth command concerning the daugh¬ 
ters of Zelophehad, saying. Let them 
marry to whom they think heat; only 
to the family of the tribe of their 
fathers shall they marry. 

7 So shall not the inheritance of 
the children of Israel remove from 
tribe to tribe; for every one of the 
ohildren of Israel shall keep himself 
to tho inheritance of the tribe of his 
fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that pos- 
scssclh an inheritance in any tribe of 
the ohildren of Israel, shall be wife 
unto one of the family of the tribe 
of her father, that the ohildren of 
Israel may enjoy overy man the in¬ 
heritance of his fathers. 

9 Neither shall the inheritance re¬ 
move from one tribe to another tribe; 
but every one of the tribes of the 
children of Israel shall keep himself 
to his own inheritance. 

10 Even as the Lord commanded 
Moses, bo did the daughters of Zelo¬ 
phehad ; 

11 For Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hog- 
lab, and Miloah, and Noah, the 
daughters of Zelopbohad, wero mar¬ 
ried unto their father's brothers' sons; 

12 And they were married into the 
families of the sons of Manaseeh the 
son of Joseph, and their inheritance 
remained in the tribe of tho family 
of their father. 

13 These are the oommandmonts 
and tho judgments, which the Lord 
commanded, by the band of Moses, 
unto the ohildren of Israel in the 
plains of Moab by Jordan near Jeri- 
oho. 
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CHAPTER L 
Motet't tpetch. 

HESE be the words which Moses 
apako unto all Israel on this side 
Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain 
over against the Red sea, between 
Paran, and Tophel, and Laban, and 
Llazeroth, and Dizahab. 

2 (There are eleven days’ journey 
from Iloreb by the way of mount 
Seir unto KadcBh-barnca.) 

3 And it came to pass in tbe for¬ 
tieth year, in the eleventh month, on 
the first day of the month, that Mo¬ 
ses spake unto tbe ohildren of Israel, 
according unto all that the Lord had 
given him in oommandment unto 
them; 

4 Aftor he had slain Sihon the 
king of the Amorites, which dwelt in 
Heshbon, and Og the king of Bashan, 
which dwelt at Astaroth in Edrei; 

5 On this side Jordan, in the land 
of Moab, began Moses to declare this 
law, saying, 

6 The Lord our God spake unto 
us in Iloreb, saying, Ye have dwelt 
long enough in tbis mount; 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to tho mount of the Amorites, 
and unto all the places nigh there¬ 
unto, in the plain, in the hills, and in 
the vale, and in the south, and by the 
sea-side, to the land of the Cannan- 
ites, and unto Lebanon, unto the 
great river, the river Euphrates. 

8 Behold, I have set the land be¬ 
fore you; go in and possess the land 
whioh the Lord sware unto your fa¬ 
thers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to 
give unto them and to their seed after 
them. 

9 And I spake unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to bear 
you myself alone; 

10 The Lord your God hath mul¬ 
tiplied you, and, behold, ye are this 
day as the stars of heaven for mul¬ 
titude. 

11 (The Lord God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 
moro as ye arc, And bless you, ns he 
hath promised you !) 

12 llow can I myself alone bear 
yourcumbrance, and your burden, and 
your strife ? 
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13 Tako you wise men, and un¬ 
derstanding, and known among your 
tribes, and 1 will make them rulen 
over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said. 
The thing which thou hast spoken is 
good for ns to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made 
them heads over you, captains orer 
thousands, and captains over hun¬ 
dreds, and captains over fifties, and 
captains over tens, and officers among 
your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at 
that time, saying, Hear the causes 
between yonr brethren, and judge 
righteously between every man and 
his brother, and the stranger that is 
with him. 

17 Ye shall not respect persons in 
judgment; but ye Bhall hear the 
small as well as the great; ye shall 
not be afraid of the face of man : for 
the judgment is God’s; and the cause 
that is too hard for you, bring it un¬ 
to me, and I will hear it. 

IS And I commanded you at that 
time all the things which ye should 
do. 

19 And when we departed from Ho- 
reb, we went through all that great 
and terrible wilderness, which ye saw 
by the way of the mountain of the 
Amorites, as the Lord onr God com¬ 
manded as; and we came to Kadeah- 
barnea. 

20 And I said unto you, Ye are oome 
unto the mountain of the Amorites, 
which the Lord our God doth give 
unto us. 

21 Behold, the Lord thy God hath 
set the land before thee; go up and 
possess it, as the Lord Gol of thy 
fathers hath said onto thee ; fear not, 
neither be discouraged. 

22 And ye came near unto me every 
one of you, and said, We will send 
men before ns, and they shall search 
as out tho land, and bring us word 
again by what way we must go up, 
and into what cities we shall come. 

23 And the saying pleased me well; 

! and I took twelve men of you, one 

of a tribe; 

24 And they turned And went up 
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Into the mountain, ami came unto 
the volley of Hsohol, and searched it 
out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of 
the Innd in their hands, and brought 
it duwn unto us, and brought us 
word again, and said, It is a good 
land which the Lord our Qod doth 
give us. 

20 Notwithstanding ye would not 
go up, but rebelled against the com* 
mandment of the Lord your Qod ; 

27 And ye murmurod in your tents, 
and said, Because the Lord hated us, 
he hath brought us forth out of the 
land of Egypt, to deliver us into the 
hand ofthe Amoritos, to destroy us. 

20 Whither shall we go up? our 
brethren have discouraged our heart, 
saying, The people is greater and 
taller than we; toe cities Are great 
and walled up to heaven; and more¬ 
over wo have seen the sons of the 
Anakim there. 

29 Then I said unto you, Dread not, 
neithor be afraid of them. 

30 The Lord your Qod which goeth 
bofore you, he shall fight for you, ac- 
cording to all that he did for you in 
Egypt before your eyes; 

31 And In the wilderness, where 
thou hast seen how that the Lord 
thy Qod bare thee, as a man doth 
boar his son, In all the way that ye 
went, until ye oame into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not bo* 
lievo the Lord your God, 

33 Who wont in the way before you, 
to soaroh you out a place to pitch 
your tentB in, in fire by night, to show 
you by what way ye Bhould go, and 
in a olond by day. 

34 And the Lord heard the voloe of 
your words, and was wroth, and sware, 

g, 

35 Snrely there shall not one of 
these men of this evil generation see 
that good land, whioh I sware to give 
<11110 yonr fathers, 

86 Save Caleb the son of Jephuu- 
neh; he shall see it, and to him will 
I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his ohildren, because he 
hath wholly followed the Lord. 

37 Also tho Lord was angry with me 
for your sakes, saying, Thou also shalt 
not go in thither. 

38 But Joshua the sou of Nun, 
which standeth beforo tboe, he shall 


go in thither; encourage him ; for he 
shall oause Israel to inherit it. 

39 Moreover your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, and your 
children, which in that day had no 
knowledge botwoen good and evil, 
they shall go in thither, and unto 
them will I give it, and they shall 
possess it. 

40 But as for you, turn you, and 
take your journey into tho wilderness 
by the way of tho Rod sea. 

41 Thun ye answered and said unto 
me, We have sinned against the 
Lord, we will go up and fight, ac¬ 
cording to all that the Lord our Qod 
commanded us. And when yo had 
girded on every man his 
war, ye were ready to go 
bill. 

42 And the Lord said unto me, Say 
unto them, Qo not up, noither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest yo be 
smitten before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye 
would not hear, but rebolled against 
tho commandment of the Lord, and 
went presumptuously up into the 
hill. 

44 And the Amorites, which dwelt 
in that mountain, oame out against 
you, and chased you, as bees do, and 
destroyed you in Seir, even unto Hor- 
mah. 

45 And ye returned and wept before 
the Lord; but the Lord would not 
hearken to your voice, Dor give ear 
unto yon. 

46 So ye abode in Kadesh many 
days, acoording unto the days that 
ye abode there. 

CHAPTER II. 

Meats'» speech continued. 

HEN we tnrnod, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by 
tho way of the Red sea. as the Lord 
spake nnto me; and wo compassed 
mount Seir many days. 

2 And the Lord spake unto me, 
saying, 

3 Ye have oompassed this moun¬ 
tain long enough; turn you north* 
ward. 

4 And oommand thou the people, 
saying, Ye are to pA68 through the 
coast of your brethren tho children 
of Esau, whioh dwell in Soir ; and 
they shall be afraid of you; take ye 
good hoed unto yoursolvos thorefore; 



weapons oi 
up into the 
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6 Meddle not with them; for I will 
not give yon of their land, no, not so 
much as a foot-breadth; hccause I 
havo given mount Seir unto Esau for 
a possession. 

6 Yo shall huy meat of them for 
money, that yc may eat; and ye shall 
also buy water of them for money, 
that yc may drink. 

7 For the Lord thy God hath bless¬ 
ed thee in all the works of thy hand ; 
he knoweth thy walking through this 
great wilderness; these forty years 
the Lord thy God hath been with 
thee ; thou hast lacked nothing. 

8 And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion- 
gaber, we turned and passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab. 

9 And the Lord said unto me, Dis¬ 
tress not the Moahites, neither con¬ 
tend with them in battle; for I will 
not give thee of their land for a pos¬ 
session ; because I have given Ar unto 
the children of Lot for a possession. 

10 The Emim dwelt therein in times 
past, a people great, and many, and 
tall, as the Anakim ; 

11 Which also were acoounted giants, 
as the Anakim; but the Moabites 
oall them Emim. 

12 The Horim also dwelt in Seir be¬ 
foretime; but the children of Esau 
succeeded them, when they had de¬ 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did 
unto the land of his possession, which 
the Lord gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said I, and get you 
over the brook Zered. And we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the spaoe in which we oame 
from Kadcsh-barnea, until we were 
oome over the brook Zered, was thirty 
and eight years; until all the gene¬ 
ration of the men of war were wasted 
out from among the host, as the Lord 
■ware unto them. 

16 For indeed the hand of the Lord 
was against them, to destroy them 
from among the host, until they were 
oonsumed. 

16 So it oame to pass, when all the 
men of war were consumed and dead 
from among the people, 

17 That the Lord spake unto mo, 
•aying, 


18 Thou art to past over through 
At, the ooast of Moab. this day; 

19 And when thou cotaest nigh'bver 
against the children of Ammon, dis¬ 
tress them not, nor meddlo with them; 
for I will not give thee of the land of 
the children of Ammon any posses¬ 
sion ; hecause I have given it unto 
the children of Lot for a possession. 

20 (That also waB accounted a land 
of giants; giants dwell therein in 
old time; and the Ammonites call 
them Zamzuinmim; 

21 A people great, and many, and 
tall, as the Anakim; but the Lord 
deetroyod them heforc them; and 
they succeeded them, and dxelt in 
their stead; 

22 As ho did to the children of Esau, 
which dwelt in Seir, when ho destroy¬ 
ed the Horim from before them ; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt in 
their stead even unto this day; 

23 And the Avim which dwelt in 
Hazcrim, even unto Azzah, the Caph- 
torim, which came forth out of Caph- 
tor, destroyed them, and dwelt in their 
stead.) 

24 Rise ye np, take your journey, 
and pass over the river Arnon ; be¬ 
hold, I have given into thine hand 
Sihon the Amorite, king of Heshhon, 
and his land; begin to possess it, 
and contend with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon the nations that are under the 
whole heaven, who ehall hear report 
of thee, and shall tremble, and be in 
anguish because of thee. 

26 And I sent messengers ont of 
the wilderness of Eedemoth unto Si¬ 
hon king of Heshbon with words of 
peaoe, saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy land; 
I will go along by the highway, I 
will neither turn unto the right hand 
nor to the left. 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for 
money, that I may eat ; and give me 
water for money, that I may drink; 
only I will pass through on my feet; 

29 (As the ohildren of Esau whioh 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me ;) until I 
shall pass over Jordan into the laud 
which the Lord our God giveth us. 

30 But Sihou king of Heshbon 
would not let us pass by him ; for ht 
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hardened his spirit, and made his 
hearl obstinate, that the Lord thy 
God might deliver him into Lhy hand, 
as be bath done this day. 

31 And the Lord said unto me, Be¬ 
hold, 1 have begun to give Sihon and 
his land hefore thee ; begin to possess, 
that thou mayost inherit his land. 

32 Then Sihon came out against ns, 
he and all his peoplo, to fight at Jahaz. 

33 And the Lord our God delivered 
him before us ; and we smote him, 
and his sons, and all his people. 

34 And we took all bis cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed tho men, 
and the women, and the little ones, 
of every city, we left none to remain ; 

35 Only the cattle we took for a 
prey unto ourselves, and the spoil of 
tho cities which we took. 

36 From Aroer, which is by the 
brink of the river of Arnon, and from 
the city that is by the river, even 
unto Gilead, there was not one city 
too strong for us; the Lord our God 
delivered all unto us ; 

37 Only unto the land of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon thou earnest not, nor 
unto any place of tho river Jabbok, 
nor unto tae oities in the mountains, 
nor unto whatsoever the Lord our 
God forhade ub. 

CHAPTER IIL 
Moauft tpttch concluded. 

JIEN we turned, and went up the 
way to Bashan ; and Og tho king 
of Buslian came out against us, be 
and all hiB people, to battle at 
Edrei. 

2 And the Lord said unto mo, FeAr 
him not; for I will deliver him, and 
all his people, and his land, into thy 
band ; anu thou shalt do unto him 
as thou didst unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt at lleshbon. 

3 So the Lord our God delivered 
into our hands Og also, the king of 
Bashan, and all his people; and we 
smote him until nono was left to him 
remaining. 

4 And we took all his oities at that 
time, there was not a city whiob wo 
took not from them, throe-soore oities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og In Bashan. 

5 All these cities were fenoed with 
high walls, gatoi, and bars; beside 
unwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, 
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as wo did unto 6ihon king of Hesh- 
hon, utterly destroying the men, wo¬ 
men, and ohildrcn, of overy city. 

7 But all the oattle, and the spoil 
of the oities, we took for a prey to 
ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites the land that was on this 
side Jordan, from the river of Anion 
unto mount Hermon ; 

9 (Whioh Hermon the Sidoniani 
call Sirion; and the Amorites oal! it 
Sbcnir;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and all 
Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Salchah 
and Edrei, oities of the kingdom of 
Og in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan re¬ 
mained of the remnant of giants; 
behold, his bedstead was a bedstead 
of iron ; is it not in Habbath of the 
children of Ammon ? nine cubits was 
the length thereof, and four ouhits 
tho breadth of it, aftor the oubit of a 
man. 

12 And this land, which we possessed 
at that time, from Aroor, which is by 
the river Arnon, and half mount Gi¬ 
lead, and tho oities thereof, gave I 
unto the Reubenites and to the G&d- 
ites. 

13 And tbo rest of Gilead, and all 
Bashan, being the kingdom of Og, 
gave I unto the half tribe of Manas- 
seh ; all the region of Argob, with all 
Bashan, whioh was called the land of 
giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took 
all the country of Argob unto the 
coasts of Goshuri and M&aohathi; 
and oalled thorn after his own name, 
Bashan-havoth-jair, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Moohlr. 

16 And nnto the Renbenites and 
unto the Gaditos I gave from Gilead 
even nnto the river Arnon half the 
valley, and the border even unto the 
river Jabbok, which is tho border of 
the ohildrea of Ammon ; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chinnereth 
evon unto tbo sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, nndor Ashaotb-pisgah 
eastward. 

18 And I oommanded you at that 
time, saying, The Lord your God 
hath given you this land to possess 
it; ye shall pass over armed before 
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your brethren the children of Israel, 
all that are meet for the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I hnow 
that ye havo much cattle,) shall abide 
in your cities which I have given you ; 

20 Until the Lord have given rest 
unto your brethren, as well as unto 
you, aud until they also possess the 
land which the Lord your God hath 
given them beyond Jordan ; and then 
shall ye return every man unto his 
possession, which I have given you. 

21 And I commanded Joshua at 
that time, Baying, Thine eyes have 
seen all that the Lord your God hath 
done unto these two kings; so shall 
the Lord do unto all the kingdoms 
whither thou passcsL. 

22 Ye shall not fear them; for the 
Lord your God he shall fight for you. 

23 And I besought the Lord at that 
time, saying, 

24 0 Lord God, thou hast begun to 
show thy servant thy greatness, and 
thy mighty hand; for what God is 
there in heaven or in earth, that can 
do according to thy works, and ac¬ 
cording to thy might? 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, and 
see the good land that is beyond 
Jordan, that goodly mountain, and 
Lebanon. 

26 But the Lord was wroth with 
me for your sakes, and would not 
hear mo; and the Lord said nnto me, 
Let it suffice thee; speak no more 
unto me of this matter. 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pia- 
gah, and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and behold it with thine 
eyes; for thoa shalt not go over this 
Jordan. 

26 But charge Joshua, and enoour- 
age him, and strengthen him; for he 
shall go over before this people, and 
he shall cause them to inherit the 
land which thou shalt see. 

29 So wo abode in the valley over 
Against Both-peor. 

CUAPTER IV. 

An exhortation to obedience — Alexei appoint- 

eth the three cities of refuge on Oiai tide 

Jordan. 

N OW therefore hearken, 0 Israel, 
unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I tcaoh you, for to 
do them, that ye may live, and go in 


And possess the land which the Lord 
God of your fathers giveth you. 

2 Ye shall not add unto the word 
which 1 command you, neither shall 
ye diminish aught from it, that ye 
may keep the commandments of the 
Lord your God which I command you. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the 
Lord did hecause of Baal-pcor; for 
all the men that followed Baal-peor, 
the Lord thy God hath destroyed 
them from among you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto the 
Lord your God are alive every one of 
you this day. 

5 Behold, I have taught you stat¬ 
utes and judgments, even as the 
Lord my God commanded me, that 
ye ebonld do so in the land whither 
yo go to possess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them; for 
this is your wisdom and yonr under¬ 
standing in the sight of the nations, 
which shall hear all these statates, 
and say, Surely this great nation is a 
wise and understanding people. 

7 Eor what nation is there so great, 
who hath God so nigh unto them, as 
tho Lord our God is in all things that 
we call upon him for ? 

S And what nation is there so great, 
that hath statutes and judgments so 
righteous as all this law, which I 
set heforo you this day ? 

9 Only take heed to thyself, and 
keep thy soul diligently, lest thou 
forget the things which thine eyes 
have Been, and lest they depart from 
thy heart all the days of thy lifo ; bnt 
teach them thy sons, and thy song’ 
sons. 

10 Speoially the day that thou 
stoodest before the Lord thy God in 
Horeb, when the Lord said unto me, 
Gather me the people together, and I 
will make them hear my words, that 
they may learn to fear me all the 
days that they shall live upon the 
earth, and that they may toacb their 
ohildren. 

11 And ye oame near and stood 
under the mountain; and the moun¬ 
tain burned with fire nnto the midst 
of heaven, with darkness, olouds, and 
thick darkness. 

12 And the Lord spake unto you 
out of the midst of the fire; ye heard 
the voice of the words, but saw no 
similitude; only ye heard a voice. 
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IS And he declared unto you his 
covenant, which he commanded you 
to perform, oven ten commandments; 
and ho wrote them upon two tabloB 
of stone. 

14 And the Lord oommanded me 
at that time to teach you statutes 
and judgments, that ye might do 
them in tho laud whither ye go over 
to possess it. 

15 Take ye therefore good heed 
qdIo yourselves; for ye saw no man¬ 
ner of similitude on the day that the 
Lord spake unto you in Horeb out of 
tbu midst of the tire; 

16 Lost ye oorrupt yourselves, and 
make you a graveu image, the simili¬ 
tude of any figure, the likeness of 
male or female 

17 Tho likciiess of any beast that 
is on the earth, the likeness of any 
winged fowl Lbat flieth in the air, 

18 Tho likeness of any thing that 
crcepeth on the ground, the likeness 
of any fish that is in the waters be- 
nealh the earth ; 

19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes 
unto heaven, and whon thou scest 
the sun, and the moon, and the stars, 
even all tho host of heaven, ehouldest 
be driven to worship them, and servo 
them, whioh the Lord Lhy God hath 
divided onto all nations under the 
whole heaven. 

20 But the Lord bath taken you, 
and brought you forth out of the iron 
furnace, oven out of Egypt, to bo unto 
him a people of inheritance, as ye 
are this day. 

21 Furthermore tho Lord was angry 
with me for your sakes, and eware 
that I should not go over Jordan, 
and that I should not go in unto that 
good land, which tho Lord thy God 
givoth thee for an inheritance; 

22 Bat 1 must die in this land, 1 
must not go over Jordan; but ye 
shall go over, and possess that good 
land. 

23 Take heed unto yourselves, lest 
ye forget the oovenant of the Lord 
your God, whioh he made with you, 
and make you a graven image, or 
the likeness of any thing, whioh the 
Lord Lhy God hath forbidden thoe. 

24 For tho Lord thy God is a con¬ 
suming fire, even a Jealous God. 

25 When thou shalt beget ohildren, 
and children’s children, and ye shall 
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have remained long in the land, and 
shall corrupt yourselves, and make 
a graven image, or the likenoss of 
any thing, and shall do evil in the 
sight of the Lord thy God, to provoke 
him to anger; 

26 I call heaven and earth to wit¬ 
ness against you this day, that ye 
shall soon utterly perish from off the 
land whereunto ye go over Jordan to 
possess it; ye shall not prolong your 
days upon it, but shall utterly be de¬ 
stroyed. 

27 And the Lord shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be 
left few in number among the hea¬ 
then, whither tho Lord shall lead 
you. 

28 And there ye shall serve gods, 
the work of men's hands, wood and 
stone, which neither see, nor hear, 
nor cat, nor smell. 

29 But if from thence thou shalt 
seek tho Lord thy God, thon shalt 
find him, if thou seek him with all 
thy heurt and with all thy soul. 

30 When thou art in tribulation, 
UDd all theso things are come upon 
tbee, even in the latter days, if thou 
turn to the Lord thy God, and Bhalt 
he obedient unto his voioe ; 

31 (For the Lord thy God is a merci¬ 
ful God;) ho will not forsake thee, 
neither destroy thee, nor forget the 
tho covenant of thy fathers, whioh he 
sware unto them. 

32 For ask now of the days that 
are past, whioh were before thee, 
since the day that God created man 
upon the earth, and ask from the 
ouo side of heaven onto the other, 
whether there hath boon any snob 
thing as this great thing is, or hath 
been heard like it? 

33 Did ever people hear the voioe 
of God speaking out of the midst of 
the fire, as thou hast heard, and 
live ? 

84 Or bath God assayed to go and 
take him a nation from the midst of 
another nation, by temptations, by 
signs, and by wonders, and by war, 
and by a mighty hand, and by a 
strotohed-out arm, and by great ter¬ 
rors, aooording to all that the Lord 
your God did for you in Egypt be¬ 
fore your eyes ? 

36 Unto thee it was showed, that 
thou mightest know that the Lord he 
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is God; there is dodo else beside ■ 
him. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee to j 
hear hiB voice, that he might instruct 
thee; and upon earth he showed 
thee his great fire; and thon heardcst 
his words out of the midst of the fire. 

37 And because he loved thj fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after 
them, and brought thee out in his 
sight with his mighty power out of 
Egypt; 

38 To drive out nations from belore 
thee greater and mightier than thou 
art, to bring thee in, to give thee 
their land for an inheritance, as it is 
this day. 

39 Enow therefore this day, and 
oonsider it in thine heart, that the 
Lord he is Qod in heaven above, and 
upon the earth beneath; there is 
none else. 

40 Thou shalt keep therefore bis 
statutes, and his commandments, 
which I command thee this day, that 
it may go well with thee, and with 
thy ohildren after thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days upon the 
earth, which the Lord thy Godgivcth 
thee, for evor. 

41 Then Moses severed three cities 
on this side Jordan toward the sun¬ 
rising ; 

42 That the slayer might flee thither, 
which should kill his neighbour 
unawares, and hated him not in timos 
past; and that fleeiDg unto one of 
these oities he might live ; 

43 Namely, Bezer in the wilderness, 
in the plain oountry, of the Reuben* 
ites; and Rainoth in Gilead, of the 
Gaditos; and Golan in Bashan, of 
the Manassites. 

44 And th is is tho law whioh Moses 
set before the children of Israel; 

45 These are the testimonies, and 
the statutes, and the judgments, 
whioh Moses spake unto the ohildren 
of Israel, after they oame forth out of 
Egypt, 

46 On thiB side Jordan, in the vailey 
over against Beth-peor, in the land 
of Sihon king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt at Heshbon, whom Moses and i 
the ohildren of Israel smote, after | 
they were come forth out of Egypt; 

47 And they possessed his land, and 
the land of Og king of Bashan, two 
kings 9 e the Amorites, whioh were on 


this side Jordan toward the sun- 

rising ; 

48 From Aroer, which is by the 
bank of the river Arnon, even unto 
mount Sion, which is Hermon, 

49 And all the plain on this side 
Jordan eastward, even onto the sea 
of the plain, under the springs of 
Piegah. 

CHAPTER V. 

The covenant in Horeb—Tfu ten commamd’ 
menu—Mcuei rcceiveth the law. 

ND Moses called all Israel, and 
said unto them, Hear, 0 Israel, 
the statutes and judgments which I 
speak in your ears this day, that ye 
may learn them, and keep and do 
them. 

2 The Lord our God made a cov¬ 
enant with us in Horeb. 

3 The Lord made not this covenant 
with our fathers, but with us, even 
us, who are all of us here alive this 
day. 

4 Tho Lord talked with yon face to 
face in the mount out of the midst 
of the fire, 

5 (I stood between the Lord and 
you at that time, to show yon the 
word of the Lord; for ye were afraid 
by roaBon of the fire, and went not 
up into the mount,) Baying, 

6 I am the Lord thy God, whioh 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
from the house of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other godk 
before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that is in hoaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in 
the waters beneath the earth; 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thyself 
unto them, nor serve them; for I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the ohildren nnto the third and 
fourth generation of them that ho*« 
me, 

10 And showing meroy nnto thon* 
sands of thorn that love me and keep 
my commandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain; for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless that 
taketh his name in vain. 

12 Keep the sabbath day to sanctify 
it, as the Lord thy God hath oom* 
manded thee. 




CHAPTER VI. 


13 Six days thou shalt labour, and 
do all thy work ; 

14 But the seventh day is the sab¬ 
bath of tho Lord thy God; in it thou 
Bhalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
sou, nor thy daughter, nor thy man 
servant, nor thy maid servant, nor 
thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of 
thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is 
within thy gates; that thy man ser¬ 
vant and thy maid servant may rest 
as well as thou. 

15 And remember that thou wast a 
servant in the land of Egypt, and 
that the Lord thy God brougnt thee 
out thence through a mighty hand 
and by a strctched-out arm ; there¬ 
fore the Lord thy God commanded 
thee to keep tho sabbath day. 

16 Honour thy father and thy 
mother, as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee ; that thy days may 
he prolonged, and that it may go well 
witn thee, in the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. 

18 Neither shalt thou oommit adul¬ 
tery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou hear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy 
neighbour's wife, neither shalt thou 
oovet thy neighhour’B house, his field, 
or his man servant, or his maid ser¬ 
vant, bis ox, or his ass, or any thing 
that is thy neighbour's. 

22 These words the Lord spake unto 
all your aBsemhly in the mount out 
of the midBt of the fire, of the oloud, 
and of the thick darkness, with a 
great voioe; and he added no more. 
And he wrote them in two tables of 
•tone, and delivered them unto me. 

23 And it came to pass, when ye 
heard the voioe out of the midst of 
the darkness, (for the mountain did 
burn with fire,) that ye came near 
unto me, even all the heads of your 
tribes, and your elders; 

24 And ye said, Behold, the Lord 
our God hath showed us his glory 
and his greatness, and we have heard 
his voioe out of the midst of the fire ; 
we have seen this day that God 
doth talk with man, and he liveth. 

26 Now therefore why should we 
die P for this great fire will consume 
us; if we hear the voioe of the Lord 
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our God any more, then we shall 
die. 

26 For who is there of all flesh, that 
hath heard the voioe of the living 
God speaking out of the midst of the 
fire, as we have, and lived? 

27 Go thou near, and hear all that 
the Lord our God shall say; and 
speak thou unto us all that the Lord 
our God shall speak unto thee; and 
we will hear it, and do it. 

28 And the Lord heard the voioe of 
your words, when ye spake unto me; 
and the Lord said unto me, I have 
heard the voioe of the words of this 
people, which they have spoken unto 
thee; they have well said all that 
they have spoken. 

29 Oh that there were suoh a heart 
in them, that they would fear me, and 
keep all my commandments always, 
that it might he well with them, and 
with their ohildren for ever! 

30 Go say to them, Get you into 
your tents again. 

31 But as for thee, stand thon here 
by me, and I will speak nnto thee all 
the commandments, and the statutes, 
and the judgments, which thou shalt 
teach them, that they may do them 
iu the land whioh I give them to pos¬ 
sess it. 

32 Ye Bhall observe to do therefore 
as the Lord yoar Ged hath oom- 
mandod you; ye shall not turn aside 
to the right hand or to the left. 

33 Ye shall walk in all the ways 
which the Lord your God hath com¬ 
manded you, that ye may live, and 
that it may be well with you, and 
that ye may prolong your days in tho 
land whioh ye shall possess. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The end of the law it obedience—An caAnr 
lotion thereto^ 

OW those are the oommand- 
meuts, the statutes, and tho 
judgments, whioh the Lord your 
God commanded to teaoh you, that 
ye might do them in the land whither 
ye go to possess it; 

2 That thou mightest fear the Lord 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his oommandments, whioh I com¬ 
mand thee, thou, and thy son, and 
thy son's son, all the days of thy 
life; and that thy days may bo pro¬ 
longed. 

8 Hear therefore, 0 Israel, and 
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ohserve to do it; that il may he well 
with thee, and that yc ma}' increase 
mightily, as tho Lord God of thy fa¬ 
thers hath promised thee, in the land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 

4 Hear, 0 Israel; The Lord our 
God is one Lord ; 

5 And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy might. 

6 And these words, which I com¬ 
mand thee this day, shall be in thine 
heart; 

7 And thou shall teach them dili¬ 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in 
thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, aDd when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up. 

8 And thon shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as froDtlets between thine eyes. 

8 And thou shalt write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and on thy 
gates. 

10 And it shall be, when the Lord 
thy God shall have brought thee into 
the laDd which he sware unto thy 
fathers, to Ahraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities, which thou buildedst not, 

11 And houses full of all good 
things, which thou filledst not, and 
wells digged, which thou diggedst 
not, vineyards and olive-trees, which 
thou plantedst not; when thou Bhalt 
have eaten and bo full; 

12 Then heware lest thou forget 
the Lord, which brought thee forth 
out of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage. 

13 Thou shalt fear the Lord thy 
God, and serve him, and shalt swear 
by his name. 

14 Te shall not go after other gods, 
of the gods of the people whioh are 
round about you; 

15 (For the Lord thy God is a jeal¬ 
ous God among you;) lest the anger 
of the Lord thy God be kindled 
against thee, and destroy thee from 
off the face of the earth. 

16 Ye shall not lompt the Lord 
your God, as ye tempted him in 
Massnh. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the com¬ 
mandments of the Lord your God, 
and hitf testimonies, and his statutes, 
whioh he hath commanded thee. 


16 And thou shalt do that whioh ii 
right and good in the sight of the 
Lord ; that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest go in and pos¬ 
sess the good land which the Lord 
sware unto thy fathers, 

10 To cast out all thine enemies 
from before thee, as the Lord hath 
spoken. 

20 And when thy son aeketh thee 
in time to come, saying, What mean 
the testimonies, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which the Lord onr 
God hath commanded you? 

21 Then thou shalt Bay unto thy 
son, We were Pharaoh's bond men in 
Egypt; and the Lord brought ua out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand; 

22 And the Lord showed signs 
and wondera, great and sore, upon 
Egypt’ upon Pharaoh, and upon all 
his household, before our eyes; 

23 And he brought us out from 
thence, that he might bring us in, to 
give ns the land which he sware unto 
our fathers. 

24 And the Lord commanded us 
to do all these statutes, to fear the 
Lord our God, for our good always, 
that he might preserve us alive, as it 
is at this day. 

25 And it shall be our righteous¬ 
ness, if we observe to do all these 
commandments before the Lord our 
God, as he hath commanded ns. 

CHAPTER YTI. 

AU eommunion with the nations forbidden. 
HEN the Lord thy God shall 
bring thee into the land whither 
thou goest to possess it, and hath cast 
out many nations before thee, the 
Ilittites, and tho Girgashites, and the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, and the 
Pcrizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jcbuaites, seven nations greater and 
mightier than thou; 

2 And when the Lord thy God 
shall deliver them before thee; thou 
shalt smite them, and utterly destroy 
them ; thou shalt make no oovenant 
with them, nor show meroy unto 
them; 

3 Neither shalt thou make mar¬ 
riages with them ; thy daughter thou 
shall not give unto his son, nor his 
daughter shalt thon take unto thy 
son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from following me, that they may

CHAPTER VII. 


*erve other gods; so will the anger 
of (ho Lord be kindled against you, 
nod destroy theo suddenly. 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them; 
ye shall destroy their altarB, and hreak 
dowu their images, and out down 
their groves, and burn their graven 
images with tire. 

6 For thou art a holy people unto 
the Lord thy God ; the Lord thy God 
hath ohosen theo to be a special peo¬ 
ple unto himself, above all people that 
are upon the faoe of the earth. 

7 The Lord did not set his love 
upon you, nor ohoose you, because 
ye were more in number than any 
people; for ye were the fowest of all 
people; 

8 But because the Lord loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
whioh he had sworn unto your fa¬ 
thers, hath the Lord brought you out 
with a mighty hand, and redeemed 
you out of tho house of bond men, 
from the hand of Pharaoh king of 

9* l£now therefore that the Lord thy 
God, he is God, the faithful God, 
which keepeth coveuant and moroy 
with thorn that love him and keep 
his commandmonts to a thousand ge¬ 
nerations ; 

10 And repayoth them that hate 
him to their face, to destroy them ; he 
will not bo slack to him that hateth 
him, ho will repay him to his face. 

11 Thou Bhall therefore keep the 
oommandments, and the statutes, and 
tho judgments, whioh I command 
thee this day, to do them. 

12 Wherefore it Bhall come to pass, 
if ye hearken to these judgments, 
and keep and do them, that the Lord 
thy God shall koep unto thee tho co¬ 
venant and the mercy which be aware 
unto thy fathers; 

13 And he will lovo thee, and blose 
thee, and multiply thoe ; he will also 
bless tho fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of thy land, thy oom, and thy 
wine, and thine oil, tho increase of 
thy kine, and the flooks of thy sheep, 
In the land which he Bwaro unto thy 
fathers to givo thee. 

14 Thou shalt ho blessed above all 
people; there shall not bo male or fe¬ 
male barren among you, or among 
your cattle. 

16 Aod tho Lord will take away 


from thee all sickness, and will put 
none of tho ovil diseases of Egypt, 
which thou knowest, upon theo; but 
will lay them upon all them that hate 
thee. 

16 And thon shalt consume all the 
people which the Lord thy God shall 
deliver thee ; thine eye shall have no 
pity upon them; neither shalt thou 
serve their gods; for that will be a 
snare unto thee. 

17 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than I; how 
can I dispossess them ? 

16 Thou shalt not be afraid of them; 
but shalt well remember what the 
Lord thy God did unto Pharaoh, and 
unto all Egypt; 

19 The great temptations which 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, and 
the wonders, and the mighty hand, 
and the stretched-out arm, whereby 
the Lord thy God brought theo out; 
so shall the Lord thy God do unto 
all tho people of whom thou art 
afraid. 

20 Moreover the Lord thy God will 
send the hornet among them, until 
they that are left, and hide them¬ 
selves from thee, be destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt not be affrighted at 
them; for the Lord thy God is 
among you, a mighty God and ter- 
riblo. 

22 And the Lord thy God will pnt 
out those nations before thee by little 
and little; thou mayest not consume 
them at onoe, lest the beasts of the 
field increase upon thee. 

23 But the Lord thy God shall de¬ 
liver them unto thee, and shall de¬ 
stroy thorn with a mighty destruction, 
until they he destroyed. 

24 Aud he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt do- 
Btroy their name from undor heaven; 
there shall no man be able to stand 
before thoe, until thou have destroyed 
them. 

25 The graven images of their gods 
shall ye burn with fire; thou shall 
not desire the silver or gold that is 
on them, nor take it unto thee, lest 
thou be snared therein ; for it is 
an abomination to the Lord thy 
God. 

26 Noither shalt thou bring an 
abomination into thine house, lest 
thou be a oureod thing like It; but 
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thou shalt utterly detest it, au<l thou 
■halt utterly abhor it; for it is a 
oursed thing. 

CHAPTER Yin. 

An ixhortation to obedience. 

LL the commandments which I 
command thcc this day shall ye 
observe to do, that ye may live, and 
multiply, and go in and possess the 
land which the Lord sware unto your 
fathers. 

2 And thou shalt remember all the 
way which the Lord thy God led thee 
these forty yearB in the wilderness, to 
humble thee, and to prove thee, to 
know what was in thine heart, whether 
thou wouldest keep hiB command¬ 
ments, or no. 

3 And he humbled thee, and suffered 
thee to hunger, and fed thee with 
manna, which thou knewest not, nei¬ 
ther did thy fathers know; that he 
might make thee know that man 
doth not live by bread only, hut by 
every word that prooeedeth out of 
the mouth of the Lord doth man 
live. 

4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon 
thee, neither did thy foot swell, these 
forty yean. 

6 Thou shalt also consider in thine 
heart, that, as a man ohasteneth his 
son, so the Lord thy God ohasteneth 
thee. 

6 Therefore thou shalt keep the 
oommandments of the Lord thy God, 
to walk in his ways, and to fear him. 

7 For the Lord thy God bringeth 
thee into a good land, a land of brooks 
of water, of fountains and depths that 

ring out of valleys and hills ; 

A land of wheat, and barley, and 
▼ineB, and fig treeB, and pomegra¬ 
nates ; a land of oil olive, and honey ; 

0 A land wherein thon shalt eat 
hread without scarceness, thou shalt 
not lack any thing in it; a land 
whose stones are iron, and out of 
whose hills thou rnayest dig brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and art 
full, then thou shalt bless the Lord 
thy God for the good land which he 
hath given thee. 

11 Beware that thou forget not the 
Lord thy God, in not koening his 
oommandments, and his judgments, 
and his statutes, whioh I command 
thee this day; 

12 Lest when thou hast eaten and 


art full, and hast built goodly houses, 
and dwelt therein ; 

13 And when thy herds and thy 
flocks multiply, and thy silver and 
thy gold is multiplied, and all that 
thou hast is multiplied ; 

14 Then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thon forget the Lord thy God, 
which brought thee forth out of the 
land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage; 

15 Who led thee through that great 
and terrible wilderness, wherein were 
fiery serpents, and scorpions, and 
drought, where there was no water; 
who brought thee forth water out of 
the rook of flint ; 

16 Who fed thee in the wildernesi 
with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, and 
that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end ; 

17 And thou any in thine heart, My 

ower and the might of mine hand 

ath gotten me this wealth. 

13 But thou shall remember the 
Lord thy God; for it is he that giv- 
eth thee power to get wealth, that ho 
may establish his covenant which he 
sware unto thy fathers, as it is this 
day. 

19 And it shall he, if thon do at all 
forget the Lord thy God, and walk 
after other gods and serve them, 
and worehip them, I testify against 
you this day that ye shall surely 
perish. 

20 As the nations which the Lord 
destroyeth before your face, so shall 
ye perish; because ye would not be 
obedient unto the voice of the Lord 
your God. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Most* rtheartelh thrir rtUSbumt. 
EAR, 0 Israel; Thou art to pass 
over Jordan this day, to go in to 
possess nations greater and mightier 
than thyself, cities great and fenced 
up to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the ohll- 
dren of the Anahim, whom thou 
k no west, and of whom thou hast 
heard say, Who oan stand before 
the ohildren of Anak ! 

3 Understand therefore this day, 
that the Lord thy God is he which 
goeth over before thee; as a con¬ 
suming fire he shall destroy them, 
aud he shall bring them down before 
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thy face; so shalt thou drive them 
out, and destroy them quickly, as the 
Lord hath said unto thee. 

4 Speak not thou in thine heart* 
after that the Lord thy Qod hath 
oast them out from before thee, say¬ 
ing, For my righteousness the Lord 
hath brought me in to possess this 
land ; but for the wickodnesa of these 
nations the Lord doth drive them out 
from before thee. 

6 Not for thy righteousness, or for 
the uprightness of thine heart, dost 
thou go to possess their land; but 
for Lhe wiokodneee of these nations 
the Lord thy God doth drive them 
out from beforo thee, and that he 
may perform the word whioh the 
Lord swaro unto thy fathers, Abra¬ 
ham, Isaao, and Jaoob. 

0 Understand therefore, that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee not this 
good land to possess it for thy right¬ 
eousness; for thou art a stiff-ncoked 
people. 

7 Remember, and forget not, how 
thou provokedst the Lord thy God to 
wrath in the wilderness; from the 
day that thou didst depart out of tho 
land of Egypt, until yo came unto 
this plaoe ye havo heen rebellious 
against the Lord. 

8 Also in Iloreb ye provoked the 
Lord to wrath, so that the Lord was 
angry with you to have destroyed you. 

9 Whon I was gone up into the 
mount to reoeive the tables of stone, 
even the tables of the covenant which 
the Lord made with you, then I abode 
In the mount forty days and forty 
nights; I neither did eat bread nor 
drink water; 

10 And the Lord delivered onto me 
two tables of stone written with the 
finger of God; and on them was writ¬ 
ten aooording to all the words whioh 
the Lord spake with you in the 
mount, out or tbe midst of the fire, in 
the day of the assembly. 

11 And it oame to pass at the end 
of forty days and forty nights, that 
the Lord gavo me the two tableB of 
stone, even the tables of the cove¬ 
nant. 

12 And the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, get thee down quickly from 
henoe; for thy people whioh thou 
hast brought fortn out of Egypt havo 
corrupted themselves; they are quick¬ 


ly turned aside out of the way which 
I commanded them; they have made 
them a molten image. 

13 Furthermore the Lord spake 
unto me, saying, I have seen this 
people, and, behold, it is a stiff¬ 
necked people. 

14 Let me alone, that I may destroy 
them, and blot ont their name from 
under heaven; and I will make of 
thee a nation mightier and greater 
than they. 

15 So I turned and oame down 
from the mount, and the monnt 
burned with fire; and the two tables 
of tbe covenant were in my two 
hands. 

10 And I looked, and, behold, ye 
had sinned against the Lord yonr 
God, and had made you a molten 
calf; ye had turned aside auickly out 
of the way which the Lora had com¬ 
manded you. 

17 And I took the two tables, and 
oast them ont of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before the Lord, 
as at the first, forty days and forty 
nights; I did neither eat hread nor 
drink water, because of all yonr sins 
which ye Binned, in doing wiokedly 
in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 

19 For I was afraid of the anger 
and hot displeasure, wherewith the 
Lord waB wroth against yon to de¬ 
stroy you. But the Lord hearkened 
unto me at that time also. 

20 And the Lord was very Angry 
with Aaron to have destroyed him; 
and I prayed for Aaron also the same 
time. 

21 And I took yonr sin, the oalf 
whioh ye had made, and burnt it 
with fire, and stamped it, and ground 
it very small, even until it was as 
small as dust; and I oast the dust 
thereof into the brook that descended 
out of the mount. 

22 And at Taberah, and at Mas- 
sah, and at Kibroth-hatta&vah, ye 
provoked the Lord to wrath. 

23 Likewise when the Lord cent 
you from Kadesh-bainea, saying, Go 
up and possess the laud whioh I hive 
given you; thou ye rebelled against 
tne commandment of the Lord yonr 
God, and ye believed him not, nor 
hearkened to his voios. 
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24 Ye have been rebellious against 
the Lord from the day that I knew 
yon. 

25 Thus I fell down before the 
Lord forty dayB and forty nightB, as 
I fell down at the first; because the 
Lord had said he would destroy 
you. 

26 I prayed therefore unto the 
Lord, and said, 0 Lord God, de~ 
stroy not thy people and thine in¬ 
heritance, which thou hast redeemed 
through thy greatness, which thou 
hast brought forth out of Egypt with 
a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, Abra¬ 
ham, Isaae, and Jacob ; look not un¬ 
to the stuhhomees of this people, nor 
to their wickedness, nor to their sin; 

28 Lest the land whence thou 
broughteet us out say, Because the 
Lord was not ahle to bring them 
into the land which he promised 
them, and hecause ho hated them, 
he hath brought them out to slay 
them in the wildernees. 

29 Yet they are thy people and 
thine inheritance,which thou brought- 
est out hy thy mighty power and by 
thy stTetohed-out arm. 

CHAPTER X. 

Moatf rehearsal continued—An exhortation 
unto obedience. 

T that time the Lord said nnto 
me, Hew thee two other tables 
of Btone like unto the first, and come 
up unto me upon the mount, and 
make thee an ark of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tahles the 
words that were on the first tahles, 
whioh thou brenkest, save the words 
of the overlasting covenant of the 
holy priesthood, and thou shalt put 
them in the ark. 

3 And I made an ark of shittim 
wood, and hewed two tables of stone 
Hko unto the first, and went up into 
the mount, having the two tables in 
mine hand. 

4 And he wrote on tho tables, ac¬ 
cording to the first writing, the too 
commandments, whioh the Lord 
spake unto you in tho mount, out of 
the midst of the fire, in the day of 
the assembly; and the Lord gave 
them onto me. 

5 And I turned myBolf and came 
down from the mount, and pnt the 
tables in the ark whioh I had made; 


and there they be, as the Lord com¬ 
manded me. 

ft And the children of Israel took 
their journey from Beeroth of the 
children of Jaakan to Mosero; there 
Aaron died, and there he was buried; 
and Eleozar his son ministered in the 
priest’s office in his stead. 

7 From thence they journeyed unto 
Gudgodah; and from Gndgodah to 
Jotbalh, a land of river9 of waters. 

6 At that time the Lord separated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the arb 
of tho covenant of the Lord, to stand 
before the Lord to minister untc 
him, and to bless in his name, unto 
this day. 

9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor 
inheritance with his brethren; the 
Lord is his inheritance, according as 
the Lord thy God promised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, ac¬ 
cording to the first time, forty days 
and forty nights; and the Lord 
hearkened unto me at that time 
also, and the Lord would not destroy 
thee. 

11 And the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before the 
people, that they may go in and 
possess the land, which I swore unto 
their fathers to give unto them. 

12 And now, Israel, wbat doth 
the Lord thy God require of thee, 
but to fear the Lord thy God, to 
walk in all his ways, and to love 
him, and to serve the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart and with all thy 
soul, 

13 To keep the commandments of 
the Lord, and his statutes, which 1 
oommand thee this day for thy 
good? 

14 Behold, the heaven and the 
heaven of heavens is the Lord’s thy 
God, the earth also, with all that 
therein is. 

15 Only the Lord had a delight 
in thy fathers to love them, and he 
chose their seed after them, even yo® 
above all people, as it is this day. 

16 Circumcise therefore the fore¬ 
skin of your hoart, and be no more 
stiff-necked. 

17 For the Lord your God is God 
of gods, and Lord of lords, a great 
God, a mighty, and a terrible, whioh 
regardeth not porsons, nor t&keth re¬ 
ward ; 
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18 He doth exeouto the Judgment 
of the fatherless and widow, and Iov- 
eth the stranger, in giving him food 
and raimont. 

19 Lovo yo therefore the strangor; 
for ye were strangers in the land of 
Egypt. 

20 Thou shaR fear the Lord thy 
God ; him shalt thou aerve, and tb 
him shalt thou cleave, and swear by 
his name. 

21 lie is thy praise, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things which thine 
eyes havo Been. 

22 Thy fathers went down into 
Egypt with three-score and ten per¬ 
sons; and now the Lord thy God 
hath mado nice as tho stars of hea¬ 
ven for multitude. 

CIIAPTEn XL 

An exhortation to obedience— A careful study 
af (Sod's words eryjoinsd — The. blessing arul 
curse 

T herefore thou shait love the 

Lord thy God, and keep his 
charge, and his statutes, and his 
judgments, and his commandments, 
alway. 

2 And know ye this day; for I 
speak not with your ohildren which 
have not known, and which have not 
seen the chastisement of the Lord 
your God, his greatness, his mighty 
hand, and his strotohed-out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, 
whioh he did in the midst of Egypt 
onto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and 
unto all his land ; 

4 And what he did unto tho army 
of Egypt, unto their horses, and to 
their cnariots; how he made the 
water of tho Red sea to overflow 
them as thoy pursued after you, and 
how the Lora hath destroyed them 
onto this day; 

ft And what he did unto you in the 
wilderness, until ye came into this 
place; 

0 And what he did unto Dathnn 
and Abiram, the eons of Eliab, the 
•on of Reuben; how the earth open¬ 
ed her month, and swallowed tnem 
op, and their households, and their 
tents, and all the snbstanoe that was 
In thoir possession, in the midst of all 
Israel; 

7 But your eyes hare seen all the 
great acts of the Lord whioh he did. 


Mft 

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the 
commandments whioh I command 
you this day, that ye may be strong, 
and go in and possess the land, 
whither ye go to possess it; 

9 And that ye may prolong yonr 
days in the land, which the Lord 
swaro unto your fathers to give unto 
them and to their seed, & land that 
floweth with milk and honey. 

10 For the land, whither thou goest 
in to possess it, is not as tho land of 
Egypt, from whence ye came oot, 
where thou sowedst thy seed, and 
wateredst it with thy foot, as a gar¬ 
den of herbs; 

11 But (he land whither ye go to 
possess il, is a land of hills and val¬ 
leys, and drinketh water of the rain 
of heaven; 

12 A land whioh the Lord thy God 
careth for; the eyes of the Lord thy 
God are always upon it, from the be¬ 
ginning of the year even unto the end 
of tho year. 

13 And it shall come to pass, if ye 
shall hearken diligently unto my com¬ 
mandments which I command you 
this day, to love the Lord your God, 
and to serve him with all your heart 
and with all yonr soul, 

14 That I will give you the rain of 
your land in his due season, the first 
rain and the latter rain, that thou 
mayest gather in thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine oil. 

15 And I will send grass in thy 
fields for thy cattle, that thou mayest 
eat and be fall. 

10 Take heed to yourselves, that 
your heart be not deceived, and ye 
turn aside, and serve other gods, and 
worship them; 

17 And then the Lord’s wrath be 
kindled against you, and he shut up 
the heaven, that there be no rain, 
and that the land yield not her fruit; 
and lest ye perish quickly from off 
the good land whioh the Lord giveth 
you. 

18 Therefore shall ye lay up these 
my words in yonr heart and in your 
soul, and bind them for a sign upon 
your hand, that they may be as front¬ 
lets between your eyes. 

19 And ye shall teach them your 
ohildren, speaking of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and when 
thou walkest by the way, when thou 
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Best down, and when thon riseet 

0 And thon shalt write them upon 
the door poets of thine house, and 
upon thy gates; 

21 That your days may be multi¬ 
plied, and the days of your children, 
in tho land which the Lord sware 
onto your fathere to give them, 
as the days of heaven upon the 
earth. 

22 For if ye shall diligently keen 
all these commandments which I 
command you, to do them, to love 
the Lord your God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to cleave unto him ; 

23 Then will the Lord drive out all 
theBe nations from hefore you, and ye 
shall possess greater nations and 
migb'for than yourselves. 

24 Brery place whereon the soles 
of yonr feet shall tread shall be 
yours; from the wilderness and Leb¬ 
anon, from the river, the river Eu¬ 
phrates, even unto the uttermost sea 
shall your coasL be. 

25 There shall no man be ahle to 
stand hefore you ; for the Lord your 
God shall lay the fear of you aDd the 
dread of you upon all the land that 
ye shall tread upon, as he hath said 
unto you. 

26 Behold, I set before you this day 
a blessing and a curse ; 

27 A hleasing, if ye obey the com¬ 
mandments of tho Lord your God, 
which I oommand yon this day; 

28 And a curse, if yo will not obey 
the commandments of the Lord your 
God, hot turn aside out of the way 
which I command yon this day, to go 
after other gods, whioh ye have not 
known. 

20 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Lord thy God hath hrought thee 
in onto the land wither thou goest to 

ossess it, that thou shalt put the 

lessing upon mount Gerititu, and 
the onrse upon mount Ebal. 

30 Are they not on tho othor side 
Jordan, by the way where the snn 
goeth down, in the land of the Ca- 
naanites, whioh dwell in the oham- 
paign over against Gilgal, hoside the 
plains of Moreh ? 

31 For ye shall pass over Jordan to 
in to possess tne land whiolx the 
rd yonr God giveth yon, and ye 

shall possess it, and dwell therein. 


32 Aud ye shall ohserve to do aD 
the statutes and judgments whioh I 
set before you this day. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Idolatry forbidden—The place of GoeTt ter- 

vice it to be kept—Blood it forbidden— 

The Levitt not to be forsaken. 

HESE are the statutes and judg¬ 
ments, which ye shall observe to 
do in the land, which the Lord God 
of thy fathere giveth thee to possess 
it, all the days that ye live upon the 
earth. 

2 Ye shall utterly destroy all the 
places, wherein the nations which ye 
shall possess served their gods, 
upon the high mountains, and upon 
the hills, and nnder every greeD 
tree; 

3 And ye shall overthrow their altars, 
and break their pillars, and burn 
their groves with fire; and ye shall 
hew down the graven images of their 
gods, and destroy the names of them 
unt of that place. 

4 Ye shall not do so nnto the Lord 
your God. 

5 Bnt unto the place which the 
Lord your God shall choose out of all 
your tribes to put his name there, 
even unto his habitation shall ye seek, 
and thither thou shalt come : 

6 And thither ye shall hring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and your tithes, and heave offerings 
of yonr hand, and yonr vows, and 
your freewill offerings, and the first¬ 
lings of yonr herds and of yonr 
flocks; 

7 And there ye shall eat hefore the 
Lord your God, and ye shall rejoioe 
in all that ye pnt your hand nnto, ye 
and your households, wherein the 
Lord thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man 
whatsoever is right in his own 
eyes. 

9 For ye are not as yet come to the 
rest and to the inheritance, whioh 
the Lord your God giveth yon. 

10 But when ye go over Jordan, 
and dwell in the land whioh the 
Lord your God giveth you to inherit, 
and when he giveth yon rest from all 
yonr enemies round ahont, so that ye 
dwell in safety; 

11 Then there shall he a place which 
the Lord yonr God shall ohoose to

cause hlfl namo to dwell there; thither 
shall ye bring all that I command 
you; your burnt offerings, and your 
sacrifices, your tithes, and the heave 
offering of your hand, and all your 
ohoioe vows which ye vow unto the 
Lord; 

12 And ye shall rejoioo before the 
Lord your God, ye, and your sons, 
and your daughters, and your men 
servants, and your maid servants, and 
the Levite that is within your gates; 
forasmuch as he hath no part nor in¬ 
heritance with you. 

13 Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thou seest; 

14 But in the place which the Lord 
shall choose in ono of thy trihes, there 
thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, 
and there thou shalt do all that I com¬ 
mand thee. 

15 Notwithstanding, thou roayest kill 
and cat flesh in all thy gates, whatso¬ 
ever thy soul lusteth after, according 
to the hlessing of the Lord thy God 
which ho hath given thee; the unclean 
and the clean may eat thereof, as of 
the roebuok, and as of the hart. 

10 Only yo shall not eat the blood; 
ye shall pour it upon the oarth as 
wator. 

17 Thou mayest not eat within thy 
gatos the tithe of thy corn, or of thy 
wine, or of thy oil, or the firstlings of 
thy herds or of thy flock, nor any of 
thy vows which thou vowost, nor thy 
free-will offerings, or hoave offering 
of thine hacd; 

18 But thou must eat them hofore 
the Lord thy God in the plaoe whioh 
the Lord thy God shall choose, thou, 
and thy eon, and thy daughter, and 
thy man servant, and thy maid ser¬ 
vant, and the Lcvito that is within 
thy gates; and thou shalt rejoice be¬ 
fore the Lord thy God in all that thou 
pattest thine hands unto. 

19 Take heed to thyeolf that thou 
forsake not the Levite as long as thou 
livost upon the earth. 

20 When the Lord thy God shall en¬ 
large thy border, as be hath promised 
thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat 
flesh, because thy soul longeth to eat 
flesh; thou mayest eat flesh, whatso¬ 
ever thy soul lusteth after. 

21 If the plaoe whioh the Lord thy 
God hath ahoseu to put his name 
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thore be too far from theo, then thou 
shalt kill of thy herd and of thy flock, 
whioh the Lord hath given thee, as I 
have oommanded thee, and thou shall 
eat in thy gates whatsoever thy soul 
lusteth after. 

22 Even as the roehuok and the hart 
is eaten, so thou shalt eat them; the 
unolean and the olean shalleat of them 
alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou oat not the 
blood; for the blood is the life; and 
thou mayest not eat the life with the 
flesh. 

24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt 
pour it upon the earth as water. 

25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it may 
go well with thee, and with thy chil¬ 
dren after thee, when thou shalt do 
that whioh is right in the sight of the 
Lord. 

20 Only thy holy things which thou 
hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, 
and go unto the place whioh the Lord 
shall choose; 

27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt 
offerings, the flesh and the blood, 
upon the altar of the Lord thy God; 
and the blood of thy sacrifices shall 
he poured out upon the altar of the 
Lord thy God, and thou shalt oat the 
flesh. 

28 Ohserve and hear all these words 
whioh I command thee, that it may 
go well with thee, and with thy ohil- 
dron after thee for ever, when thou 
doest that whioh is good and right in 
tho sight of the Lord thy God. 

29 When the Lord thy God shall 
out off the nations from hefore thee, 
whither thou goest to possess them, 
and thou suoceodest them, and dwell- 
est in their land ; 

30 Take heed to thyself that thou be 
not snared hy following them, after 
that they be destroyed from before 
thee; and that thou inquire not after 
their gods, saying, How did these na¬ 
tions serve their gods 7 even bo will I 
do likewise. 

31 Thou shalt not do so unto the 
Lord thy God; for every abomination 
to the Lord which he hateth have they 
done unto their gods; for even their 
sons and their daughters they have 
burnt in the fire to their gods. 

32 What thing soever I command 
you, observe to do It; thou shalt not 
add thereto, nor diminish from It. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 

Idolatry forbidden. 

F tho-'e arise among you a prophet, 
or a dieamerof dreams, and giveth 
thee a sign or a wonder, 

2 And the sign or the wonder come 
to pass, whereof he spake unto thee, 
saying, Let us go after other gods, 
which thou hast not known, and let 
us serve them ; 

3 Thou Bhatt not hearken unto the 
words of that prophet, or that dreamer 
cf dreams; (or the Lord your God 
proveth you, to know whether ye love 
the Lord your God with all your heart 
and with all your soul. 

4 Ye shall walk after the Lord your 
God, and fear him, and keep his com¬ 
mandments, and obey his voice, and 
ye shall serve him, and cleave unto 
him. 

5 And that prophet, or that dreamer 
of dreams, shall oe put to death ; bo- 
oause he hath Bpoken to turn you 
away from the Lord your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
and redeemed you out of the house of 
bondage, to thrust thee out of the 
way which the Lord thy God com¬ 
manded thee to walk in. So shalt 
thou put the evil away from the midst 
of thee. 

fl If thy brother, the Bon of thy mo¬ 
ther, or thy son, or thy daughter, or 
the wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, 
whioh is as thine own soul, entioe thee 
seoretly, saying, Lot us go and servo 
other godB, which thou hast not known, 
thoQ, nor thy fathers; 

7 Namely, of the gods of the people 
whioh are round about you, nign unto 
thee, or far off from thee, from the ono 
end of the earth even unto the other 
end of the earth; 

8 Thou shalt not consent unto him, 
nor hearken unto him ; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt thou 
spare, neither shalt thou oonoeal him; 

9 But thou shalt surely kill him; 
thine hand shall be first upon him to 

ul him to death, and afterwards the 
and of all the people. 

10 And thou shalt stone him with 
stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
Lord thy God, whioh brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house 
of hondage. 

11 And all Israel shall hear, and 


fear, and shall do no more any such 
wiokedness as this is among you. 

12 If thou shalt hear say in one of 
thy cities, which the Lord thy God 
hath given thee to dwell there, say¬ 
ing, 

13 Certain men, the children of Be¬ 
lial, are gone out from among you, 
and have withdrawn the inhabitants 
of their city, Baying, Let us go and 
serve other gods, whioh ye have not 
known; 

14 Then shalt thou inquire, and make 
search, and ask diligently ; and, be¬ 
hold, if it be truth, and the thing cer¬ 
tain, that such abomination i* wrought 
among you ; 

15 Thou shalt surely smite the in¬ 
habitants of that city with the edge 
of the sword, destroying it utterly, 
and all that is therein, and the cattle 
thereof, with the edge of the sword. 

16 And thou 6halt gather all the 
spoil of it into the midst of the street 
thereof, and shalt burn with fire the 
city,, and all the spoil thereof every 
whit, for the Lord thy God; and it 
shall be a heap for ever; it ihall not 
be built again. 

17 And there shall oleave naught 
of the cursed thing to thine hand; 
that the Lord may turn from the 
fierceness of his anger, and show 
thee meroy, and have compassion 
upon thee, and multiply thee, as he 
hath sworn unto thy fathers; 

18 When thou shalt hearken to the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to keep 
all his commandments which I com¬ 
mand thee this day, to do that which 
is right in the eyes of the Lord thy 
Qod. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Rextrictians in mourning — What may, and 
what may not be eaten —Of tithei. 

E are the children, of the Lord 
your God; ye shall not out 
yourselves, nor make any baldness 
hetween your eyes for the dead. 

2 For thou art a holy people onto 
the Lord thy God, and the Lord hath 
ohoseu thee to be a peculiar people 
unto himself, above all the nations 
that are upon the earth. 

3 Thou snalt not eat any abomina¬ 
ble thing. 

4 These are the beasts whioh ye 
shall eat; the ox, the sheep, and the 
goat. 
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ft The hart, aud the roebuck, and j 
the fallow door, and tbo wild gout, ! 
and the pygarg* aod the wild ox, 
and tho ooamois. 

0 And every beast that parteth the 
hoof, and olcnvclh the oloit into two 
oIawb, and ohewelh the oud among 
the boasts, that ye shall eat. 

7 Nevertheless these ye shall not 
eat, of them that chew the oud, or of 
them that divide the oloven hoof; as 
the oamel, and the hnre, and the co¬ 
ney ; for they chew tho oud, but di¬ 
vide not the hoof; thorefore they are 
unolean unto you. 

8 And the swine, because it divideth 
the hoof, yet ohoweth not the ond, it 
is unolean unto you; ye shall not eat 
of thoir flesh, nor touoh their dead 
carcass. 

0 Those ye shall eat, of all that are 
in tbo waters; all that have fins and 
soalcs shall ye eat; 

10 And whatsoever hath not fins 
and scales ye may not eat; it is nn- 
oloan unto you. 

11 Of all olean birds ye shall eat. 

12 But these are they of which ye 
shall noteat; the eagle, and tho os- 
sifrage, and the ospray, 

13 And the glede, and the kite, and 
tho vulture after his kind, 

14 And every raven after his kind, 

15 And the owl, and the night- 
hawk, and the ouokoo, and the hawk 
after bis kind, 

16 Tho little owl, and the great owl, 
fiud the swan, 

17 And the polioan, and the gier 
eagle, and the cormorant, 

18 And the stork, and the heron 
after her kind, and the lapwing, and 
the bat. 

19 And every oreeping thing that 
flieth is unolean unto you; they shall 
not be eaten. 

20 But of all olean fowls ye may 
eat. 

21 Te shall not eat of anything that 
dieth of itself; thou shalt not give it 
unto tho stranger that is in thy gates, 
that he may eat it; or thou mayest 
not sell it unto an alien ; for thou art 
a holy people unto the Lord thy God. 
Thou snail not seethe a kid in his 
mother's milk. 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the 
inorease of thy seed, that the field 
bringeth forth year by year. 
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23 And tl<*ju shall eat before the 
Lord thy God, in the place which he 
shall choose to place his name there, 
tho tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, 
and of thine oil, and the firstlings 
of thy herds and of thy flocks; that 
thou mayest learn to fear the Lord 
thy God always. 

24 And if the way be too long for 
thee, so that thou art not able to 
carry it; or if tho place be too far 
from thee which the Lord thy God 
shall choose to Bet his name there, 
when tho Lord thy God hath blessed 
thee; 

25 Then shalt thou turn it into 
money, and bind up the money in 
thine hand, and Blmlt go unto the 
place which the Lord thy God shall 
ohoose; 

20 And thou sbnlt bestow that 
money for whatsoever thy soul lust- 
eth after, for oxen, or for sheep, or 
for wine, or for strong drink, or for 
whatsoever thy soul desircth; and 
thou shalt eat there beforo the Lord 
thy God, and thou shalt rejoioe, thou, 
and thine household, 

27 And the Levite that ib within 
tby gates; thou shalt not forsake 
him; for he hath no part nor in¬ 
heritance with thee. 

28 At the end of throe years thon 
shalt bring forth all the tithe of thine 
inorease the same year, and shalt lay 
it up within thy gates; 

29 And the Levite, (because he hath 
no part nor inheritance with thee,) 
and the stranger, and the fatherless, 
and the widow, which are within thy 
gates, shall come, and shall eat and 
be satisfied; that tho Lord thy God 
may bless thee in all the work of 
thine hand whioh thou doosL 

CIIAPTKR XV. 

The year of release — Fir tiling males to be 
sanctified. 

T the end of every seven years 
thou shalt make a release. 

2 And this is the manner of the re¬ 
lease ; every oreditor that londeth 
aught unto his neighbour shall release 
it; ho shall not exact it of his neigh¬ 
bour, or of his brother; beoanse it is 
called the Lord's release. 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exaot 
It again; but that whioh is thine with 
thy brother thine hand shal) release; 

4 Save when there shall be no pooy 
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among you; for the Lord shall greatly 
bless thee in the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thco for an inherit¬ 
ance to pOSBCBB it ,* 

5 Only if thou carefully hcarkon 
unto the voice of the Lord thy God, 
to observe to do all these command¬ 
ments whioh I command theo this 
day. 

6 For the Lord thy God blesseth 
thee, as he promised thcc; and thou 
shall lend unto mAny nations, but 
thou shalt not borrow; and thou 
Bhalt reign over many nations, but 
they shall not reign over thee. 

7 If there be among you a poor man 
of one of thy brethren within any 
of thy gates in thy land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, thou shalt 
not harden thine heart, nor shut 
thine hand from thy poor brother; 

6 But thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto him, and shalt surely lend 
him sufficient for his need, in that 
which he wanteth. 

0 Beware that there be not a 
thought in thy wicked hoart, saying, 
The seventh year, the year of release, 
is at hand; and thine eye be evil 
against thy poor brother, and thou 
givest him naught; and he cry unto 
the Lord against thee, and it be sin 
unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely givo him, and 
thine heart Bhall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him; because that 
for thiB thing the Lord thy God shall 
blesB thoe in all thy works, and in all 
that thou puttest thine hand unto. 

11 For tne poor shall never cease 
out of the land; therefore I com¬ 
mand thee, Baying, Thou shalt opeu 
thine hand wido unto tby brother, to 
thy poor, aud to thy needy, in thy 
land. 

12 And if thy brother, a Hebrew 
man, or a Hebrew woman, be sold 
unto thee, and serve thee six yoars; 
then in the seventh year thou Bhalt 
let him go free from thee. 

13 And when thou sendesl him out 
free from thee, thou shalt not let him 
go away empty; 

14 Thou shall furnish him liberally 
out of thy flock, and out of thy floor, 
and out of thy winepress; of that 
wherewith the Lord tby God hath 
blessed thee thou shalt give unto 
him. 


15 And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bond man in the land of 
Egypt, and the Lord thy God re¬ 
deemed theo; therefore I command 
thee this thing to-day. 

16 And it shall be, if he say unto 
thee, I will not go away from thee, 
because he loveth thee and thine 
house, because he is well with thee; 

17 Then thou shalt take an awl, 
and thrust it through his ear unto 
the door, and he shall be thy servant 
for ever. And also unto thy maid 
servant thou shalt do likewise. 

13 It shall not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free 
from thee; for he hath been worth a 
double hired servant to thee, in serv¬ 
ing thee sir years; and the Lord thy 
God shall bless theo in all that thon 
doest. 

19 All the firstling males that come 
of thy herd and of thy flock thoa 
shalt sanctify unto the Lord thy 
God; thou shalt do no work with 
the firstling of thy bullock, nor shear 
the firstling of thy sheep. 

20 Thou shalt eat it before the 
Lord thy God year by year in the 
place which the Lord shall choose, 
thou and thy household. 

21 And if there be any blemish 
therein, as if it be lame, or blind, or 
have any ill blemish, thou shalt not 
sacrifice it unto the Lord thy God. 

22 Thou shalt cat it within thy 
gates; the unclean and the clean per¬ 
son shall eat it alike, as the roe-book, 
and as the hart. 

23 Only thou shalt not eat the blood 
thereof; thou shalt pour it upon the 
ground as water. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Of feast* — Every male must offer — Of judges 
and justice— Qrxnxs and images forbid¬ 
den. 

O BSERVE the month of Abib, and 
keep the passover unto the Lord 
thy God; for in the month of Abib 
the Lord thy God brought thee forth 
out of Egypt by night. 

2 Thou shall therefore sacrifice the 
passover unto the Lord thy God, of 
the flock and the herd, in the plaoe 
where the Lord shall ohoose to plaoe 
his name there. 

3 Thou shalt eat no leavened bread 
with it; soven days shalt thou eat 
unleavened bread therewith, even the 
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breed of affliction; for thou earnest 
forth out of the land of Egypt in 
haste; that thou mayest remember 
the day when thou earnest forth out 
of the land of Egypt all the days of 
thy life. 

4 And there shall bo no leavened 
bread seen with thee in all thy coast 
seven days; neither shall there any 
thiDg of the flesh, which thou sacri¬ 
ficed^ the first day at oven, remain 
all night until morniDg. 

5 Thou mayest not sacrifice the pass- 
over within any of thy gates, which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee; 

6 But at the place which the Lord 
thy God shall choose to place his 
name in, there thou shalt sacrifice 
the passover at even, at the going 
Jowd of the sun, at the season that 
Ihou earnest forth out of Egypt. 

7 And thou shall roast and eat it in 
the place which tho Lord thy God 
shall choose; and thou shalt turn in 
the morniDg, and go unto thy tents. 

8 Six day9 thou shalt oat unleavened 
broad ; and on the seventh day shall 
be a solemn assembly to the Lord 
thy God; thou shalt do no work 
therein. 

9 Seven weeks Bhalt thou number 
unto thee; begin to number the seven 
weeks from such time as thou hegin- 
ncst to put tho sickle to tho corn. 

10 Aud tbou shalt keep the feast of 
weeks unto tho Lord thy God with a 
tribute of a free-will offering of thine 
band, which thou shalt give unto tho 
Lord thy God, aooording as the Lord 
thy God hath blessed thee; 

11 And thou shalt rejoice before the 
Lord thy God, thoo, and thy son, and 
thy daughter, and tby man servant, 
aod tby maid servant, and the Levite 
that is within thy gates, and tho 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, that are among you, in the 
place whioh the Lord thy God hath 
chosen to plaoc his name there. 

12 And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bond man in Egypt; and 
thou shalt observe and do these stat¬ 
utes. 

18 Thou shalt observe the feast of 
tabernaoles sevon days, after that 
thou hast gathered in thy oorn and 
thy wine; 

14 And thou shall rejoice in thy 
feast, thou, and thy son, and thy 
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daughter, and thy man servant, and 
thy maid servant, and the Levite, the 
stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, that are within thy gates. 

15 Seven days shalt thou keep a 
solemn feast unto the Lord thy God 
in the place which the Lord shall 
ohoose; because the Lord thy God 
shall bless thee in all thine inorease, 
and in all the works of thine hands, 
therefore thou shalt surely rejoice. 

16 Three times in a year Bhall all 
thy maleB appear before the Lord 
thy God in the place which he shall 
choose; in the feast of unleavened 
bread, and in the feast of weeks, and 
in the feast of tabernacles; and they 
Bhall not appear hefore the Lord 
empty ; 

17 Every man shall give as he is 
able, according to the blessing of the 
Loid thy God which he hath given 
thco. 

16 Judges and officers shalt thou 
make thee in all thy gates, which 
tho Lord thy God giveth thee, 
throughout thy tribes; and they 
shall judge the people with just 
judgment. 

19 Thou shalt not wrest judgment; 
thou shalt not respect persons, neither 
take a gift; for a gift doth blind the 
eyes of the wise, and pervert the 
words of the righteous. 

20 That whioh is altogether just 
shalt thou follow, that thou mayest 
live, and inherit the land whioh the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. 

21 Thou shalt not plant thee a grove 
of any trees near unto the altar of 
the Lord thy God, whioh thou shall 
make thee. 

22 Neither shalt thou set thee up 
any graven image; whioh the Lord 
thy God hateth. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

The thing* sacrificed must be sound — Idola¬ 
ters must be slain—Hard controversies 

are to be determined by the priests and 

judges—The election and duty of a Icing. 

IIOU shalt not sacrifloe unto 
the Lord thy God any bullook, 
or sheep, wherein is blemish, or any 
evil-favourodness; for that is an 
abomination unto the Lord thy God. 

2 If there be found among you, 
within any of thy gates whioh the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, man Of 
woman, that hath wrought wicked- 
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D6BB io the night of the Lord thy I 
God, in transgressing hie covenant, 

3 And bath gODO and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, either 
the eun, or moon, or any of the host 
of heaven, which I have not com¬ 
manded ; 

4 And it he told thee, and thon hast 
beard of it, and inquired dilligcntly, 
and, hehold, it be true, and the thing 
certain, that snch abomination is 
wrought in Israel; 

5 Then shall thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have 
committed that wicked thing, unto 
thy gates, even that man or that 
woman, and ehalt stone them with 
stones, till they die, 

6 At the mouth of two witnesses, or 
three wilneBses, shall ho that is 
worthy of death be put to death ; but 
at the mouth of one witness he shall 
not be put to death. 

7 The bands of the witnesses shall 
be first upon him to put him to death, 
and afterward the hands of all the 
people. So thou shalt put the evil 
away from among you. 

8 If there arise a matter loo hard 
for thee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, 
and hetween stroke and stroke, being 
matters of controversy within thy 
gates; then shalt thou arise, and get 
thee up into the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose. 

0 And thou shalt come unto the 
priests the Levites, and unto the 
jndge that shall be in those days, 
and inquire; and they shall show thee 
the sentence of judgment; 

10 And thou shalt do according to 
the sentence, which they of that place 
which the Lord shall choose shall 
show thee ; and thou shalt observe to 
do according to all that they inform 
thee; 

11 According to the sentenoe of the 
law whieh they shall teaoh thee, and 
aooording to the judgment which they 
shall tell thoe, thou shalt do; thon 
shalt not decline from the sentenoe 
which they shall show thee, to the 
right hand, nor to the left. 

12 And the man that will do pre¬ 
sumptuously, and will not hearken 
unto the priest that Btandeth to 
minister there before the Lord thy 
Qod, or unto the judge, even that 


man shall die; and thou shalt pat 
away the evil from Israel. 

13 And all the people shall hear, 
and fear, and do no more presump¬ 
tuously. 

14 When thou art come unto the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt 
dwell therein, and ehalt say, 1 will 
set a king over me, like as all the 
nations that are about me ; 

15 Thou shall in any wise Bet him 
king over thee, whom the Lord thy 
God Bhall choose; one from among 
thy brethren Bhalt thou set king over 
thee; thou mayest not set a stranger 
over thee, which is not thy brother. 

16 But he shall not multiply horses 
to himself, nor cause the people to 
return to Egypt, to the end that he 
should multiply horses; forasmuch 
as the Lord oath said unto you, Ye 
shall henceforth return no more that 
way. 

17 Neither shall he multiply wives 
to hrmaelf, that his heart turn not 
away ; neither shall he greatly multi¬ 
ply to himself silver and gold. 

18 And it shall be, when he silteth 
upon the throne of his kingdom, that 
he shall write him a copy of this law 
in a book out of that which is before 
the priests the Levites ; 

19 And it shall be with him, and he 
shall read therein all the days of his 
life; that he may icarn to fear the 
Lord his God, to keep all the words of 
this law and these statutes, to do them; 

20 That his heart be not lifted up 
above his brethren, and that he turn 
not aside from tho commandment, to 
the right hand, or to the left; to the 
end that he may prolong his days in 
his kingdom, he, and his children, in 
the midst of Israel. 

CHAPTER XT in. 

The Lard is the prints' and Lcvilef inherit¬ 
ance—The abominations of the nations to 
be avoided—Christ the Prophet is to be 
heard — T7u presumptuous prophet is to die. 

I1E priests the Levites, and all 
the tribe of Levi, shall have no 
part nor inheritance with Israel; they 
shall eat tho offerings of the Lord 
made by fire, and his inheritance. 

2 Therefore shall they have no in¬ 
heritance among their brethren ; the 
Lord is their inheritance, as he hath 
said unto them. 




CHAPTER XIX. 


3 And this shall bo the priest’s due 
from the people, from thorn that offer 
a sacrifice, whether it bo ox or sheep ; 
and they Bhall give unto tho priest 
the shoulder, and tho two cheeks, and 
the maw. 

4 The first fruit also of thy oorn, of 
thy wine, and of thine oil, and the 
first of the fiecce of thy sheep, shalt 
thou give him. 

6 For the Lord thy God hath chosen 
him out of all thy tribes, to stand to 
minister in the name of the Lord, 
him and his sons for ever. 

6 And if a Levite come from any of 
thy gates out of all Israel, where he 
sojourned, and come with all the 
dosire of his mind unto tho place 
which the Lord shall choose; 

7 Then be shall minister in the 
name of the Lord his God, as all his 
brethren the Levites do, which stand 
there before the Lord. 

8 They shall have like portions to 
eat, besides that which cometh of tho 
sale of his patrimony. 

9 When thou art oome into the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
thou shalt not learn to do nftor the 
abominations of those nations. 

10 There shall not bo found among 
you any ono that maketh his son or 
his daughter to pass through the fire, 
or that useth divination, or an ob« 
server of timos, or an enchanter, or a 
wiloh, 

11 Or a oharmor, or a oonsulter with 
familiar spirits, or a wizard, or a 
necromancer. 

12 For all that do those things are 
an abomination unto the Lord; aud 
because of these abominations the 
Lord thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee. 

13 Thou shalt be perfeot with the 
Lord thy God. 

14 For Lhose nations, whioh thou 
shalt possess, hearkened unto obser¬ 
vers of times, and unto diviners ; but 
as for thee, the Lord thy God hath 
not sufferod thee so to do. 

15 The Lord thy God will raise up 
unto thee a Prophet from the midst 
of theo, of thy brethren, like unto 
mo ; unto him ye shall hearken ; 

IB Aocording to all that thou de- 
siredst of the Lord thy God in Hureb 
in the day of tho assembly, saying. 
Let me not hear again the voioe of 
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the Lord my God, neither let me flee 
this great Gre any more, that I die not. 

17 And the Lord said unto me, 
They have woll spoken that whioh 
thoy have spoken. 

18 I will raise them up a Prophet 
from among their brethren, like unto 
thee, and will put my words in hifl 
mouth ; and he shall speak unto them 
all Lhat I shall command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever will not hearken unto my 
words which he shall speak in my 
name, I will require it of him. 

20 But the prophet, which shall 
presumo to speak a word in my name, 
which I have not oommandod him to 
speak, or that shall speak in the 
name of other gods, eron that prophet 
shall die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart, 
IIow shall wo know the word whioh 
tho Lord hath not spoken ? 

22 When a prophet speaketh in the 
naino of the Lora, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that is the 
thing which the Lord hath not 
spoken, but the prophot hath spoken 
it presumptuously ; thou shalt not be 
afraid of nim. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

The cities of refuge.—The landmark not to be 

removed—Two witnesses at the least—The 

punishment of a false witness. 

HEN the Lord thy God hath 
cut off tho nations, whose land 
tho Lord thy God giveth thee, and 
thou sucooedost them, and dwellesl 
in their cities, and in their houses ; 

2 Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee in the midst of thy land, 
whioh the Lord thy God giveth thee 
to possoss it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, 
and divide tho coasts of thy land, 
whioh the Lord thy God giveth thee 
to inherit, into three parts, that every 
slayer may flee thither. 

4 And this is the oaso of the 
Blayer, which shall flee thither, that 
he may live; Whoso killeth his 
neighbour ignorantly, whom he hated 
not in time past; 

6 As when a man goeth into the 
wood with his neighbour to hew 
wood, and his hand fetoheth a stroke 
with the axe to out down the tree, 
and the head slippeth from the helve, 
and liichteth upon hiB neighbour, that 
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he die; he shall flee unto one of thoBe 
cities, and live; 

6 Lest the avenger of the blood 

f mrsue the slayer, while his heart 
8 hot, and overtako him, because 
the way is long, and slay him; 
whereas he was not worthy of death, 
inosmnoh as he hated him not in 
timepast. 

7 wherefore I command thee, say¬ 
ing, Thon shall separate three cities 
for thee, 

6 And if the Lord thy God enlarge 
thy coast, as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land 
which he promised to give unto thy 
fathers; 

9 If thou ehalt keep all these com¬ 
mandments to do them, which I 
oommand thee this day, to love the 
Lord thy God, and to walk ever in 
his ways; then shalt thou add three 
oities more for thee, beside those 
three; 

10 That innocent blood be not shed 
in thy land, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee for ail inheritance, and 
so hlood be upon thee. 

11 Bat if any umn hate his neigh¬ 
bour, and lie in wait for him, and 
rise up against him, and smite him 
mortally that he die, and fleeth into 
one of these cities ; 

12 Then the elders of his city shall 
send and fetch him thence, and de¬ 
liver him into the hand of the aven¬ 
ger of blood, that he may die. 

13 Thine eye shall not pity him, but 
thou shalt pat away the guilt of in¬ 
nocent blood from Israel, that it may 
go well with thee. 

14 Thon shalt not remove thy neigh¬ 
bour's landmark, which they of old 
time have set in thine inheritance, 
which thou shalt inherit in the land 
that the Lord thy God giveth thee to 
possess it. 

15 One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or for 
any sin, in any sin that he sinneth ; 
at the month of two witnesses, or at 
the mouth of three witnesses, shall 
the matter be established. 

16 If a false witness rise up against 
any man to testify against him that 
whioh is wrong; 

17 Then both the men, between 
whom the controversy is, shall stand 
before the Lord, before the priests 


and the judges, which shall be in 
those days ; 

18 And the judges shall make dili¬ 
gent inquisition ; and, behold, if the 
witness be a false witness, and hath 
testified falsely against his brother; 

19 Then shall ye do onto him, as 
he had thought to have done unto 
hie brother; so shalt thon pat the 
evil away from among yon. 

20 And those which remain shall 
hear, and fear, and shall henceforth 
commit no more any such evil among 
you. 

21 And thine eyo shall not pity; 
but life shall go for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot 
for foot. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Exhortation to battle—Who are to be du- 

mined from \oar — The. proclamation of 

peace — Trees of man's meat mutt not be 

destroyed. 

HEN thon goest out to battle 
against thine enemies, and seest 
horses,and chariots,and a people more 
than thou, bo not afraid of them ; for 
the Lord thy God is with thee, which 
brought thee up oat of the land of 
Egypt. 

2 And it shall be, when ye are come 
nigh unto the battle, that the priest 
shall approach and speak anto the 
people, 

3 And shall say unto thorn, Hear, 
0 Israel, ye approaoh this day unto 
battle against your enemies; let not 
your hearts faint, fear not, and do 
not tremble, neither be ye terrified 
because of them; 

4 For the Lord your God is he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you 
against your enemies, to save yon. 

5 And the officers shall speak unto 
the peoplo, saying, What man is there 
that hath built a new house, and hath 
not dedio&ted it ? let him go and re- 
tarn to his house, lest he die in the 
battlo, and another man dedioate it. 

6 And what man is he that hath 
planted a vineyard, and hath not yet 
eaten of it? let him also go and 
return anto his house, lest ho die in 
the battle, and another man eat of it. 

7 And what man is there that hath 
betrothed a wife, and hath not taken 
her? lot him go and retarn unto his 
hoase, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man take her. 
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8 And tho officers shall Bpeak fur¬ 
ther unto tho people, and they shall 
say, What man is thcro that is fear¬ 
ful and faint-hearted ? let him go 
and return unto his houso, lest his 
brethren's heart faint as well as his 
heart. 

0 And it shall be, when the officers 
have made an end of speaking unto 
the people, that they shall make 
captains of the armies to load the 
people. 

10 Whon thou comcst nigh unto a 
city to fight against it, then proclaim 
peace unto it. 

11 And it shall bo, if it make thco 
answer of pcaco, and open unto thee, 
then it shall be, that all the people 
that is found tberoin shall be tribu¬ 
taries unto thco, and they shall serve 
thee. 

12 And if it will make no pcaco 
with thee, but will make war against 
thee, then thou shalt besiego it; 

13 And whon tho Lord thy God 
hath delivered it into thine hands, 
thou shalt smite overy malo theroof 
with tbo edge of the sword; 

14 But tho women, nnd tho little 
ones, and the oattlo, and all that is 
in the oity, even all tho spoil thereof, 
shalt tbou take unto thysolf; and 
thou Bhalt oat the spoil of thine 
enemies, which tho Lord thy God 
hath given thee. 

15 Thus shall tbou do unto all the 
cities which are very far off from 
thee, which are not of the oitios of 
those nations. 

10 Bui of the cities of these people, 
which tho Lord thy God doth give 
thee for an inheritance, thou shalt 
save alivo nothing that breatheth ; 

17 But thou shalt utterly destroy 
them; narnoly, the Ilitlites, and tho 
Amoritos, tho Canaanites, and the 
Porizzites, the Ilivites, and the Je- 
busites; as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thoo; 

18 That they teach you not to do 
after all their abominations, whioh 
they havo done unto their gods; so 
should yo sin against the Lord your 
God. 

10 Whon thou shalt besiege a oity 
a long time, in making war against 
it to take it, thou shalt not destroy 
the trees theroof hy foroiog an axe 
against thorn ; for thou mayest eat 
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of them, and thou shalt not oat 
them down (for tho tree of the field 
is man's life) to employ them in the 
siege ; 

20 Only the trees whioh thou know- 
est that they be not trees for meat, 
thou shalt destroy and cut them 
down ; and thou shalt build bulwarks 
against the oity that maketh wai 
with thee, until it be subdued. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Of uncertain murder— Captive taken to wifi 

— The first-born rwt to be disinherited—Of 

a etuboom eon—The malefactor. 

F one be found slain in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee to possess it, lying in the field, 
and it be not known who hath slain 
him ; 

2 Then thy elders and thy judges 
shall oome forth, and they shall 
measuro unto tho oities whioh are 
round about him that is slain; 

3 And it shall be, that the oity 
which is noxt unto tho slain man, 
oven the elders of that oity shall 
take a heifcr, which hath not been 
wrought with, and whioh hath not 
drawn in tho yoke; 

4 And the elders of that oity shall 
bring down the heifor unto a rough 
valley, which is neither eared nor 
Bown, and shall strike off the heifer's 
neck there in the valley. 

5 And tho priests the sons of Levi 
shall come near; for them the Lord 
thy God hath chosen to minister on¬ 
to him, and to bless io the name of 
tho Lord; and by their word shall 
every oontroversy and every stroke 
be tried; 

6 And all the elders of that oity, 
that are next unto the slain man, 
shall wash their hands over the heifer 
that is beheaded in the valley; 

7 And they shall answer and say, 
Our hands have not Bhed this blood, 
neither have oar eyes seen it. 

8 Be meroiful, 0 Lord, unto thy 
people Israel, whom thou hast re¬ 
deemed, and lay not innooent blood 
unto thy people of Israel's oh urge. 
And the blood shall be forgiven 
them. 

0 Bo shalt thou put way the guilt 
of innocent blood from among you, 
when thou shall do that whioh Is 
right in the sight of the Lord. 

10 When thou goest forth to war 
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against thine enemies, and tho Lord 
thy God hath delivered them into 
thine hands, and thou haBt token 
them captive, 

11 And aeeet among the captives a 
beautiful woman, and hast a desire 
unto her, that thou wouldost have her 
to thy wife; 

12 Then thou Bhalt bring her home 
to thine house; and she shall shave 
her head, and pare her nails; 

13 And she shall put the raiment 
of her captivity from off her, and 
shall remain in thine house, and be¬ 
wail her father and her mother a full 
month ; and after that thou shall go 
in unto her, and be her husband, and 
she shall be thy wifo. 

14 And it shall be, if thou have no 
delight in her, then thou shalt let her 
go whither she will; but thou shalt 
not sell her at all for money, thou 
shalt not make merchandise of her, 
beo&use thou hast humbled her. 

15 If a man have two wives, one 
beloved, and another hated, and they 
have borne him ohildren, both the 
beloved and the hated; and if tho 
first-born son be hers that was hated; 

16 Then it shall be, when he ma- 
koth his sonB to inherit that which he 
hath, that he may not make tho son 
of the beloved first-born before the 
son of the hated, which is indeed the 
first-born ; 

17 But he shall acknowledge the 
son of the hated for the first-born, 
by giving him a doable portion of 
all that he hath ; for he is the begin¬ 
ning of hi9 strength ; the right of the 
first-born is his. 

18 If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not oboy 
the voice of his father, or the voice 
of his mother, and that, when they 
have chastened him, wilt not hearken 
unto them; 

19 Then shall his fathor and his 
mother lay hold on him, and bring 
him out unto the elders of his oity, 
and unto tho gate of his place; 

20 And they shall say unto the eld¬ 
ers of his oity, This our son is stub¬ 
born and rebellious, he will not obey 
our voice; he is a glutton, and a 
drunkard. 

21 And all the men of his oity shall 
Stone him with stones, that he die; 
so shalt thou put evil away from 


among you; and all Israel shall 
hear, and fear. 

22 And if a man have commit¬ 
ted a sin worthy of death, and he be 
lo be put to death, and thou hang 
him on a tree ; 

23 Ilis body shall not remain all 
night upon the tree, but thou shalt 
in any wise bury him that day; (for 
he that is hanged is accursed of 
God;) that thy land be not defiled, 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee 
for an inheritance. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Of humanity toward brethren—ux it to 
be distinguished by apparel—Contusion it 
to be avoided — The punishment of him that 
slandertih hit wife—Of adultery, of rapt, 
of fornication — Incest. 

HOU shalt not see thy brother's 
ox or his sheep go astray, and 
hide thyself from tnem; thou shall 
in any case bring them again unto 
thy brother. 

2 And if thy brother be not nigh 
unto thee, or if thou know him not, 
then thou shalt bring it unto thine 
own bouse, and it shall be with thee 
until thy brother seek after it, and 
thou shalt restore it to him again. 

3 In like manner shalt thou do with 
his ass ; and so shalt thou do with 
his raiment; and with all lost things 
of thy brother’s, which he hath lost, 
and thou hast found, shalt thou do 
likewise; thou mayest not hide thy¬ 
self. 

4 Thou shalt not see thy brother's 
ass or his ox fall down by the way, 
and hide thyself from them; thou 
shalt surely help him to lift them up 
again. 

5 The woman shall not wear that 
which pertaineth unto a man, nei¬ 
ther shall a man put on a woman’s 
garment; for all that do so are abo¬ 
mination unto the Lord thy God. 

6 If a bird’s nest chance to be re- 
fore thee in the way in any tree, or 
on the ground, whether they be 
young ones, or eggs, and the dam 
Bitting upon the young, or apon the 
eggs, thou shalt not take the dam 
with the young; 

7 But tbou shalt in any wise let 
the dam go, and take the young to 
thoe; that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest prolong thy 
days. 




CHAPTER XXIII. 


8 Whoa thou buildest a now boose, 
then thoo ehalt make a battlement 
for thy roof, that thou bring not 
blood upon thine honse, if any man 
fall from thence. 

9 Thon shalt not sow thy vineyard 
with divers seeds; lest the fruit of 
thy'seed which thon hast sown, 
and the fruit of thy vineyard, be 
defiled. 

10 Thoo shalt not plough with an 
ox and an ass together. 

11 Thon shalt not wear a garment 
of divers sorts, as of woollen and 
linen together. 

12 Thou shalt make thee fringes 
upon tho four quarters of thy vesture, 
wncrcwith thou covereet thyself. 

13 If any man take a wifo, and go 
in unto her, and hate her, 

14 And give ocoasions of speech 
against her, and bring up an evil 
name upon her, and say, I took this 
woman, and when I camo to her, I 
found her not a maid ; 

15 Then shall tho father of the 
damsel, nod her mother, take and 
bring forLh the tokens of the damsel's 
virginity unto the elders of the oity 
in the gate; 

lfl And tho damsel's father shall 
say unto the ciders, I gave my 
daughter onto this man to wife, and 
ho batetb her; 

17 And, lo, he hath given occa¬ 
sions of speooh against her, saying, 
I found not thy daughter a maid; 
and yot these are the tokens of my 
daughter's virginity. And they shall 
spread the doth hefore the elderB of 
toe oity. 

18 And the elders of that oity shall 
take that man and chastise him; 

19 And they shall amoroe him in a 
hundred shekels of silver, and give 
them unto the father of the damsel, 
heoauso ho bath brought up an evil 
name upon a virgin of Israel; and 
she shall be his wife; ho may not 
pot her away all his days. 

20 But if this thing be true, and 
the tokens of virginity he Dot found 
for the damsel; 

21 Then they shall bring out the 
damsel to tho poor of her father's 
honse, and tho men of her oity shall 
stone her with stoncB that she die; 
beoanse she bath wrought folly In 
Israel, to play the whore in her fa- 
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Cher's house; so Bbalt thon pat evil 
away from among yon. 

22 If a man be fonnd lying with a 
woman married to a husband, then 
they shall both of them die, both the 
man that lay with the woman, and 
the woman; so shalt thou put away 
evil from Israel. 

23 If a damsel that is a virgin be 
betrothed nnto a husband, and a 
man find her in the city, and lie with 
her; 

24 Then ye shall bring them both 
ont nnto the gate of that city, and 
ye shall stone them with stones that 
they die; the damsel, hccauso she 
cried not, being in the city; and the 
man, because be hath bumbled his 
neighbour's wife; so thon shalt put 
away evil from among you. 

25 But if a man find a betrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man 
force her, and lio with her; then the 
man only that lay with hor shall die; 

26 But unto tho damsel thon shalt 
do nothing; there is in the damsel 
no sin worthy of death ; for as when a 
man risetb againBt his neighbour, and 
Blaycth him, even so is this matter; 

27 For he found her in the field, 
and the betrothed damsel cried, and 
there was none to save her. 

28 If a man find a damsel that is a 
virgin, which is not betrothed, and 
lay hold on her, and lie with her, 
and they be found ; 

29 Then the man that lay with her 
shall give nnto tho damsel's father 
fifty shekels of silver, and she shall be 
his wife; beoanse he bath bnmbled 
her, he may not pnt her away all his 
days. 

30 A man shall not takobis father's 
wife, nor discover his father's skirt. 

CHAPTER XXin. 

.Sundry prohibitions. 

E that is wounded in the Btones, 
or hath his privy member ont 
off, shall not enter into the congre¬ 
gation of the Lord. 

2 A bastard shall not enter into the 
congregation of the Lord ; even to his 
tenth generation shall he not entet 
into the congregation of the Lord. 

3 An Ammonite or Moabite shall 
not enter into the oongregation of 
the Lord ; even to their tenth genera¬ 
tion shall they not enter into the 
oongregation of the Lord for ever; 
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4 Because they met you not with 
bread and with water in the way, 
when ye came forth out of Egypt ; 
and because they hired against thee 
Balaam the son of Bcor of Pethor of 
Mesopotamia, to curse thee. 

6 Nevertheless, the Lord thy God 
would not hearken unto Balaam; but 
the Lord thy God turned the curso 
into a blessing unto theo, because the 
Lord thy God loved thee. 

6 Thou ehalt not seek their peace 
nor their prosperity all thy days for 
ever. 

7 Thou shalt not abhor au Edomite; 
for he is thy brother; thou shalt not 
abhor an Egyptian; because thou 
vast a stranger in bis land. 

8 The children that are begotten of 
them shall enter into the congrega¬ 
tion of the Lord iu their third gene¬ 
ration. 

9 When the host goeth forth against 
thino enemies, then keep thee from 
every wicked thing. 

10 If there be among you any man, 
that is not dean by reason of un- 
oleanness that cbanceth him by night, 
then* shall he go abroad out of the 
oamp, he shall not come within the 
oamp; 

11 But it shall he, when evening 
oometh on, he shall wash himself 
with water; and when the sun is 
down, he shall oome into the camp 
again. 

12 Thou shalt have a plaoe also 
without the oamp, whither thou shalt 
go forth abroad; 

13 And thou shalt have a paddle 
upon thy weapon; and it shall be, 
when thou wilt ease thyself abroad, 
thou shalt dig therewith, and shalt 
turn back and oover that which com- 
eth from thee; 

14 For the Lord thy God walketh 
In the midst of thy oamp, to deliver 
thee, and to give up thine enemies 
before thee ; therefore shall tby oamp 
be holy ; that he see no unclean thing 
In thee, and turn away from thee. 

16 Thou shalt not deliver unto his 
master the servant which is escaped 
from his master nnto thee; 

16 He shall dwell with thee, even 
among you, in that place which he 
shall choose in one of thy gates, 
where it liketh him best; thon shalt 
not oppress him. 


17 There shall be no whore of the 
daughters of Israel, nor a sodomite 
of the sons of Israel. 

18 Thou shalt not bring the hire of 
a whore, or the price of a dog, into 
the house of the Lord thy God for 
any vow; for even both these are 
abomination unto the Lord thy God, 

19 Thou shalt not lend upon usury 
to thy brother; usury of money, 
usury of victuals, usury of any thing 
that is lent upon usury; 

20 Unto a stranger thou mayest 
lend upon usury; but unto thy bro¬ 
ther thou shalt not lend upon usury; 
that the Lord tby God may bless 
thee in all that thou settest thine 
band to in the land whither thou 
goest to possess it. 

21 When thon shalt vow a vow unto 
the Lord thy God, thon shalt not 
Black to pay it; for the Lord thy 
God will surely require it of thee : 
and it would be siu in thee. 

22 But if thou shale forbear to vow, 
it shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of thy 
lips thou shalt keep and perform; 
even a freewill offering, according as 
thon hast vowed unto the Lord thy 
God, which thou hast promised with 
thy mouth. 

24 When thou oomest into thy 
neighbour’s vineyard, then thou may¬ 
est eat grapes thy fill at thine owu 
pleasnro ; but thon shalt not pat anj 
in thy vessel. 

25 When thon comest into the stand¬ 
ing corn of thy neighbour, then thou 
mayest plnck the ears with thine hand; 
hut thou shalt not move a sickle unto 
thy neighboar’s standing ooro. 

CHAPTER IXIV. 

Of divorce, pledge. i, manstealen, leprosy, 
justice, and chanty. 

UEN a man bath taken a wife, 
and married her, and it oome 
to pass that she find no favour in his 
eyes, because he hath found some un- 
oleanness in her; then let him write 
her a bill of divorcement, and give 
it in her hand, and send her out of 
his house. 

2 And when she is departed, out of 
his honse, she may go and be an¬ 
other man's wife. 

3 And if the latter hneband hate 
her, and write her a bill of divorce¬ 
ment, and giveth it in her hand, and 
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•eodeth her oat of hie house; or if 
the latter husband die, which took 
her to be his wife; 

4 Her former husband which sent 
her away, may not take her again to 
be his wife, after that she is defiled; 
for that is abomination before the 
Lord; and thou shalt not oause the 
land to sin, which the Lord thy God 
gif eth thee for an inheritance. 

i> When a man hath taken a now 
wife, he shall not go out to war, nei¬ 
ther shall he bo charged with any 
business; but ho shall be free at 
home ono year, and shall cheer up 
his wife which he bath taken. 

6 No man shall take the nether or 
tbc upper millstone to pledge; for he 
taketh a man’s life to pledge. 

7 If a man be found stealing any 
of his brethron of the children of Is¬ 
rael, and uiaketh merchandise of him, 
or solloth him ; thon that thief shall 
die; and thou shalt put evil away 
from among yon. 

B Take beod in tho plague of leprosy, 
that thou observe diligently, and do 
aooording to all that the priests the 
Levites shall toaoh you; as I com¬ 
manded them, so ye shall observe to do. 

9 Remember what the Lord thy Qod 
did unto Miriam by the way, after 
that ye wore oome forth out of Egypt. 

10 When thou dost lend thy brothor 
any thing, thou shalt not go into his 
house to fetoh his pledge. 

11 Thou shall stand abroad, and 
the man to whom thou doBt lend shall 
bring oat the pledge abroad unto 
thee. 

12 And if tho man he poor, thou 
shalt not sleep with hie pledge; 

13 In any ease thou shalt doliver 
him the pledge again when the sun 
goeth down, that he may sleep in his 
own raiment, and bless thee; and it 
shall be righteousness unto thee before 
the Lord thy God. 

14 Thou shalt not oppress a hired 
servant that is poor and noedy, 
whether he be of thy brethren, or of 
tby strangers that are in thy land 
within thy gates; 

15 At his day thou shalt give him 
his hire, neither shall the san go 
down upon it; for he is poor, and 
•ottelb his heart upon it; lest he ory 
against thee nnto the Lord, and It be 
■in unto thee. 
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16 The fathers shall not be pat to 
death for the ohildren, neither shall 
the ohildren be put to death for the 
fathors; every man shsdl be pat to 
death for his own sin. 

17 Thou shall not pervert the judg¬ 
ment of the stranger, nor of the 
fatherless; nor take a widow's rai¬ 
ment to pledge; 

18 But thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bond man in Egypt, and 
the Lord thy God redeemed thee 
thence ; therefore I oomm&nd thee to 
do this Lhing. 

19 Whon thon oottest down thine 
harvest in thy field, and hast forgot 
a sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go 
again to fetoh it; it shall be for the 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for 
the widow; that the Lord thy God 
may bless thee in all the work of 
thine hands. 

20 When thou beatest thine olive 
tree, thou shalt not go over the 
boughs again; it shall be for tho 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for 
the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the grapes 
of thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean 
it afterward; it shall be for the 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for 
the widow. 

22 And thon shalt remember that 
thou wast a bond man in the land of 
Egypt; therefore I oommand thee to 
do this thing. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Stripe* mutt not excud forty —JV oat not to 
be muttled—Of raising tad unto a brother 
—The immodest woman—Orgust weights — 
The memory of Amakk is to be blotted out, 
F there be a controversy between 
men, and they oome nnto judg¬ 
ment, that the judges may judge 
them; then they shall justify the 
righteous, and oondemn the wicked. 

2 And it shall be, if the wioked man 
be worthy to be beaten, that the judge 
shall oause him to lie down, and to be 
beaten before his face, according to 
his fault, by a certain number. 

3 Forty stripes he may give him, 
and not exooed; lest, if he should 
exoo ed, and beat him above these 
with many stripes, then thy brother 
should seem vile unto thee. 

4 Thou shalt not musile tho ox 
when he treadeth out the oorn. 

A If brethren dwell together, and 
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one of them die, and hare no child, 
the wife of the dead shall not marry 
without unto a stranger; her hus¬ 
band’s brother Bhall go in unto her, 
and take her to him to wife, and per¬ 
form the duly of a husband’s brother 
into her. 

6 And it shall be, that the first-born 
which she beareth Bhall suoceed in the 
name of his brother which is dead, 
that his name be not put out of 
Israel. 

7 And if the man like not to take 
his brother's wife, then let his bro¬ 
ther's wife go up to the gale unto the 
elders, and say. My husband’s brother 
refuseth to raise up unto his brother 
a name in Israel, he will not perform 
the duty of my husband’s brother. 

8 Then the elders of his city shall 
call him, and speak unto him; and 
if he stand to it, and say, I like not 
to take her; 

9 Then shall his brother’s wife come 
anto him in the presence of tho elders, 
and loose his shoe from off his foot, 
and Bpit in his face, and shall answer 
and say, So shall it he done unto that 
man that will not build up his bro¬ 
ther's house. 

10 And his name shall be called in 
Israel, The house of him that hath 
his shoe loosed. 

11 When men strive together one 
with another, and the wife of the one 
drawelh near for to deliver her 
husband out of the hand of him that 
smiteth him, and puttcth forth her 
hand, and taketh him by the secrets; 

12 Then thou shalt cut off her hand, 
thine eye shall not pity her. 

13 Thou shalt not have in thy bag 
divers weights, a great and a small; 

14 Thou shalt not have in thiue house 
divers measures, a great and a small; 

15 But thou shalt have a perfect 
and just weight, a perfect and just 
measure Bhalt thou have; that thy 
days may be lengthened in the land 
which the Lord thy Qod giveth thee. 

16 For all that do such things, and 
all that do unrighteously, are an 
abomination unto the Lord thy Qod. 

17 Remember what Amalck did 
unto thee by the way, when ye were 
come forth out of Egypt; 

16 IIow he met thee by the way, 
and smote the hindmost of thee, even 
all that were feeble behind thee, when 


thou wast faint and weary; and he 
feared not God. 

19 Therefore it shall be, when the 
Lord thy Qod hath given thee rest 
from all thine enemies round about, 
in the land which the Lord thy Qod 
giveth thee for an inheritance to 
possess it, that thou shall blot out the 
remembrance of Amalek from under 
heaven ; thou shalt not forget it. 

CI1APTER XX7I. 

OJ first-fruits—Third year’s tjhe*—The 
covenant between Gad and the people. 

A ND it shall be, when thou art 
come in unto the land whioh the 
Lord thy God giveth thee for an 
inheritance, and posseBsest it, and 
dwellest therein : 

2 That thou shalt take of the first 
of all the fruit of the earth, whioh 
thou shalt bring of thy land that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, and shalt 
put it in a basket, and ehalt go unto 
the place which the Lord thy Qod 
shall choose to place his name there. 

3 And thou shalt go unto the priest 
that shall be in those days, and say 
unto him, I profess this day unto the 
Lord thy Qod, that I am oome unto 
the country whioh the Lord sware 
unto our fathers for to give ub. 

4 And the priest shall take the 
basket out of thine hand, and Bet it 
down before the altar of the Lord thy 
God. 

5 And thou shalt speak and say 
before the Lord thy God, A Syrian 
ready to perish was my father; and 
he went down into Egypt, and so¬ 
journed there with a few, and became 
there a nation, great, mighty, and 
populous; 

6 And the Egyptians evil entreated 
us, and afflicted us, and laid upon ui 
hard bondage ; 

7 And when we cried unto the Lord 
Qod of our fathers, the Lord heard 
our voice, and looked on our affliction, 
and our labour, and our oppression ; 

8 And the Lord brought u9 forth out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand, and 
with an out-stretched arm, and with 
great terribleness, and with signs, 
and with wonders; 

9 And he hath brought us into this 
place, and hath given us this land, 
even a land that floweth with milk 
and honey. 

10 And now, behold, I have brought 
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the first-fruits of Ihe land, whioh thou, 
0 Lord, haBt given me. And thou 
ihalt set it before the Lord thy God, 
and worship before tho Lord thy God ; 

11 And thou shall rejoice in every 
good thing wLioh the Lord thy God 
hath given unto thee, and unto thine 
bouse, thou, and the Levite, and the 
stranger that is among you. 

12 When thou haBt made on end of 
tithing all the tithes of thine incrcaso 
the third year, which is the year of 
tithing, and hast given it unto the 
Levito, the stranger, the fatherless, 
and the widow, that they may cat 
within thy gates, and be filled; 

13 Then thou shalt say beforo the 
Lord thy God, I have brought away 
tho hallowed things out of mine house, 
and oIbo have given them unto the 
Levite, and unto the stranger, to the 
fatherless, and to the widow, accord¬ 
ing to all thy commandments which 
tbon hast commanded me; I have 
not transgressed thy commandments, 
neither have I forgotten thorn ; 

14 I have not eaten thereof in my 
mourning, neither have I taken away 
aught thereof for any unclean ubo, 
nor given aught thereof for the dend; 
but I have hearkened to tho voice of 
the Lord my God, and have done 
accorditig to all that thou hast com¬ 
manded me. 

15 Look down from thy holy ha¬ 
bitation, from heavon, and blosfl thy 
people Israel, and the land which 
thou hast given ns, as thou swarest 
unto onr fathers, a land that Qoweth 
with milk and honey. 

16 This day the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee to do these statutes 
and judgments ; thou shalt therefore 
keep and do them with all thine heart, 
and with all thy Bonl. 

17 Thou hast avouched the Lord this 
day to be tby God, and to walk in his 
ways, and keep his statutes, and his 
commandments, and his judgments, 
and to hearken nnto bis voice; 

18 And tho Lord hath avouched thee 
this day to bo his peculiar people, as ho 
hath promised thee, and that thou 
shoulaest keep all his commandments; 

19 And to make thee high abovo all 
nations whioh ho hath made, in praise, 
and in name, and in honour; and that 
tbou mayest be a holy people unto the 
Lord thy God, as he hath spoken. 


CHAPTER XiVlI. 

The people to writs the law upon stones, and 

to butid an altar — The tribes divided —TV 

curses pronounced. 

N D Moses with the elders of Israel 
commanded the people, snying, 
Keep all the commandments which I 
command you this day. 

2 And it shall be, on Ihe day when 
yc shall pass over Jordan nnto the 
land which the Lord thy God givclh 
(hce, that thou shalt set thee up 
great stones, and plaster them with 
plaster; 

3 And thou shalt write upon them 
all the words of this law, when thou 
art passed over, that thou mayest go 
in unto the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee, a land that flowolh 
with milk and honey; as the Lord 
God of thy fathers hath promised 
thee. 

4 Therefore it shall be when ye be 
gone over Jordan, that ye shall set up 
these stones, which I command you 
this day, in mount Ebol, and thou 
shalt plaster them with plaster. 

5 And there shalt thou build an altar 
unto the Lord thy God, an altar of 
stones; thou shalt not lift up any iron 
tool upon them. 

6 Thou shalt build the altar of the 
Lord thy God of whole stones; and 
thou shall offer burnt offerings thereon 
unto tho Lord thy God; 

7 And thou shalt offer peace offer¬ 
ings, and shalt eat there, and rejoice 
before the Lord thy God. 

9 And thon shalt write apon the 
stonos all the words of this law very 
plainly. 

9 And Moses and the priests the Le- 
vites spake unto all Israel, saying, 
Take heed, and hearken, 0 Israel; 
this day thou art become the people 
of the Lord thy God. 

10 Thou shalt therefore obey the 
voico of the Lord thy God, and do 
hie commandments And his statutes, 
which I command thee this day. 

11 And Moses charged the people 
the same dAy, saying, 

12 These shall stand upon mount 
Gorizim to bloss the people, when yo 
are oomo over Jordan; Simeon, and 
Lovi, and Judah, and Issaohar, and 
Joseph, and Benjamin; 

13 And these shall stand upon mount 
Ebal to onrse; Reuben, Gad, and 
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Asher, nod Zebulun, Dan, and Naph- 
tali. 

14 And tho Levites shall speak, and 
say unto all the men of Israel with a 
loud voice, 

15 Cursed be the man that maketh 
any graven or molten image, an abom¬ 
ination unto the Lord, the work of 
the hands of the oraftsman, and put- 
teth it in a secret place; and all the 
people shall answer and say, Amen. 

16 Cursed be he that setteth light by 
his father or his mother; and all tho 
people shall say, Amen. 

17 Cursed be ho that reinoveth his 
neighbour’s land-mark; and all the 
people shall say. Amen. 

18 Cursed be he that maketh the 
blind to wander oat of the way ; and 
all the people shall say, Amen. 

19 Cursed bo he that perverteth tho 
judgment of the stranger, fatherless, 
and widow; and all the people shall 
say, Amen. 

20 Carscd be he that licth with bis 
father's wife; because ho uncovercth 
his father's skirt; and all the people 
Bhall say, Amen. 

21 Cursed be he that lieth with any 
manner of beast; and all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

22 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
sister, the daughtor of bis father, or 
the daughter of his mother; and all 
the people shall say, Amen. 

23 Cursed be he that lieth with his 
mother-in-law; and all the people 
Bhall say, Amen. 

24 CurBed be he that Bmiteth his 
neighbour secretly; and all the people 
shall say, Amen. 

25 Cursed be he that taketh reward 
to slay an innocent person; and all 
tho people shall say, Amen. 

26 Cursed be he that confirmeth not 
all the words of this law to do them; 
and all the people shall say, Amen. 

CHAPTER XXVIH. 

TTu blessingi for obedience—The curses far 
disobedience, 

ND it shall come to pass, if thou 
ehalt hearken diligontly unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to observo 
and to do all his commandments wbioh 
I command thee this day, that the 
Lord thy God will set thee on high 
above all nations of tho earth; 

2 Ar* 1 all these blessings shall oome 
on t* ’i, and overtake thee, if thon 


■halt hcarkon unto the voice of the 
Lord thy God. 

3 Blessed ehalt thou be in the oity, 
and blessed shalt thou be in the 
field. 

4 Blessed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy ground, 
and the fruit of thy cattle, the in¬ 
crease of thy kine, and the flooks of 
thy sbeop. 

5 Blessed shall be thy basket and 
thy store. 

6 Blessed shalt thou be when thou 
comcst in, and blessed ehalt thou be 
when thou goest out. 

7 The Lord shall cause thine ene¬ 
mies that rise up against thee to be 
6mitten before tny face; they shall 
come out against thee one way, and 
flee before thee seven ways. 

8 The Lord shall command the bless¬ 
ing upon thee in thy storehouses, and 
in all that thou setteat thine band 
unto; and he shall bless thee in the 
laud which the Lord thy God givetb 
thee. 

9 The Lord shall establish thee a 
holy people unto himself, as he hath 
sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep 
the commandments of the Lord thy 
God, and walk in his ways. 

10 And all people of the earth shall 
see that thou art called by the name 
of the Lord; and they shall be afraid 
of thee. 

11 And the Lord shall make thee 
lenteoas in goods, in the fruit of thy 
ody, and in the fruit of thy cattle, 

and in the fruit of thy ground, in the 
land which the Lord sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee. 

12 The Lord shall open unto thee 
his good treasure, the neavou to give 
the rain unto thy land in his season, 
and to bless all the work of thine 
hand; and thou shalt lend unto many 
nations, and thon shalt not borrow. 

13 And the Lord shall make thee 
the head, and not the tail; and thou 
shalt be above only, and thou shalt 
not be beneath; if that thou hearken 
unto the commandments of the Lord 
thy God, whioh I oommand thee this 
day, to observe and to do thorn; 

14 And thou shalt not go aside 
from any of the words whioh I oom¬ 
mand thee this day, to the right 
hand, or to the left, to gc after other 
gods to servo them. 
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15 Bat it shall cume to pass, if thou 
wilt not hearken unto the voice of 
the Lord thy Qod, to observe to 
do all his commandments and Mb 
statutes which I command thee thiB 
day ; that all these curses shall come 
upon theo, and ovortake thee; 

16 Cursed shall thou bo in the city, 
and cursed shall thou be iu the Gold. 

17 Cursed shall be thy basket and 
thy store. 

18 Cursed shall be the fruit of thy 
body, and the fruit of thy land, the 
increase of thy kine, uud tho flocks 
of thy sheep. 

19 Cursed shall Ihon he when thou 
oomest in, and oursod shalt thou bo 
when thou goost out, 

20 Tho Lord shall send upon thee 
cursing, vexation, and rebuke, in all 
that thou sottest thine hand unto for 
lo do, until thou jc doatroyod, and 
until thou perish quickly; because of 
the wiokodness of Ihy doings, where¬ 
by thou hast forsaken me. 

21 The Lord shall make tho pesti- 
lenco cleave unto thee, until he have 
consumed thee from otT the land, 
whither thou goest to posscBB it. 

22 Tho Lord shall smite thee with a 
consumption, and with a fover, and 
with an inflammation, and with au 
extreme burning, and with tho sword, 
and with blasting and with mildew; 
and tboy shall pursue theo until thou 
perish. 

23 And thy heaven that is over thy 
head shall be brass, nnd tho earth 
that ib under thee shall be iron. 

24 The Lord shall make the rain of 
thy land powder and dust; from hea¬ 
ven shall it eome down upon thee, 
until thou bo destroyed. 

25 The Lord shall oause thee to be 
smitten before thine enemies; thou 
shalt go out one way against them, 
and flee seven ways before them ; and 
shalt he removed into all the king¬ 
doms of the earth. 

26 And thy oarcass shall ho meat 
unto all fowls of the air, and unto the 
heasts of the earth, and no man shall 
fray thorn away. 

27 The Lord will smite thee with 
the botch of Egypt, and with the 
emcrods, and with the scab, and with 
tho itch, whereof thou oaust not be 
healod. 

28 The Lord shall smite thoe with 
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madness, and blindness, and astonish¬ 
ment of heart; 

29 And thou shall grope at noon¬ 
day, as the blind gropoth in dark¬ 
ness, and thou shalt not prosper in 
tby ways; and thou shalt be only op¬ 
pressed and spoiled evermore, and 
no man shall save theo. 

30 Thou Bhall betroth a wife, and 
another man shall lie with her; thou 
shalt build a house, and thou shalt 
not dwell therein; thou shalt plant a 
vineyard, and shalt not gather the 
grapes thcrof. 

31 Thine ox shall be slain before 
thine cyos, and thou shalt not eat 
thereof; thine ass shall be violently 
taken away from before thy face, and 
shall not bo restored to thee; thy 
sheep shall be given unto thine ene¬ 
mies, and tbou shalt have none to 
rescue them. 

32 Thy sons and thy daughters 
shall be given unto another people, 
and thino eyes shall look, and fail 
with longing for them all the day 
long; and thero shall be no might in 
thino hand. 

33 Tho fruit of thy land, and all 
Ihy labours, shall a nation which 
thou knowest not eat up; and thou 
shalt be only oppressed and crashed 
alway ; 

34 So that thou shalt he mad for 
the sight of thine eyes which thou 
shall see. 

35 The Lord shall smite thee in the 
kneos, and in the legs, with a sore 
botch that oannot ho healod, from 
the sole of thy foot unto the top of 
thy head. 

36 The Lord shall bring thee, and 
thy king which thou shalt set over 
theo, unto a nation which neither 
thou nor thy fathers have known; 
and thore shalt thou serve other gods, 
wood and stone. 

37 And thou shalt heoome an as¬ 
tonishment, a proverb, and a by-word, 
among all nations whither the Lord 
shall lead thee. 

30 Thou shalt carry muoh seed out 
into the field, and shalt gather hut 
little in ; for the locust shall oouaume 
it. 

39 Thou shalt plant vineyards, and 
dress them, but shalt noither drink 
of the wine, nor gather the grapes; 
for the worms shall oat them. 
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40 Thou sha.lt have olive trees ] thy gates throughout all thy land, 


throughout all thy coasts, but thon 
ahalt not anoint thyself with the oil; 
for thine olive shall cast his fruit. 

41 Thou shalt beget sons and 
daughters, but thou shalt not en¬ 
joy them; for they shall go into 
captivity. 

42 All thy trees and fruit of thy 
land shall the looust consume. 

43 The stranger that is within thee 
shall get up above thee very high; 
and thou shalt oome down very low. 

44 Ue shall lend to thee, and thou 
shalt not lend to him; be shall be 
the head, and thou shalt be tho tail. 

45 Moreover, all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and shall pursue 
thee, and overtake thee, till tnou be 
destroyed; because thou hearkenedst 
uot unto the voioe of the Lord thy 
Qod, to keep his commandments and 
his statutes which he commanded 
thee. 

46 And they shall be upon thee for 
a sign and for a wonder, and upon 
thy seed for ever. 

47 Beoause thou servedst not the 
Lord thy Qod with joyfulness, and 
with gladness of heart, for the abun¬ 
dance of all things; 

46 Therefore shalt thou serve thine 
enemies, which the Lord shall send 
against thee, in hunger and in thirst, 
and in nakedness, and in want of all 
things; and he shall put a yoke of 
iron upon thy neok, until he have 
destroyed thee. 

49 The Lord Bhall bring a nation 
againBt thee from far, from the end 
of the earth, as swift as the eagle 
flieth; a nation whose tongne thou 
shalt Dot understand; 

50 A nation of fierce countenance, 
whioh Bhall not regard the person of 
the old, nor show favour to the 
yonng; 

51 And he shall eat the fruit of thy 
cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until 
thou be destroyed; whioh also shall 
not leave thee either com, wine, or 
oil, or the inorease of thy kine, or 
fiooks of thy sheep, until he have 
destroyed thee. 

52 And he shall besiege thee in 
all thy gates, until thy high and 
fenoed walls oome down, wherein 
thon truetedst, throughout all thy 
land ; and he shall besiege thee in all 


which the Lord thy Qod hath giveD 
thee. 

53 And thou shalt eat the fruit of 
thine own body, the flesh of thy 
Bona and of thy daughters, which 
the Lord thy Qod hath given thee, 
in the siege, and in the straitness, 
wherewith thine enemies shall dis¬ 
tress thee ; 

54 So that the man that is tender 
among yon, and very delicate, his 
eye shall be evil toward his hrother, 
and toward the wife of his hosom, 
and toward the remnant of his chil¬ 
dren which he shall leave; 

55 So that he will not give to any 
of them of the fleBh of hiB children 
whom he shall eat; because he hath 
nothing left him in the siege, and 
in the straitness, wherewith thine 
enemies shall distress thee in all thy 
gates. 

56 The tender and delicate woman 
among you, which would not adven 
ture to set the sole of her foot upon 
the ground for delicateness and ten¬ 
derness, her eye shall be evil to¬ 
ward the husband of her bosom, and 
toward her son, and toward her 
daughter, 

57 And toward her young one that 
cometh out from between her feet, 
and toward her children whioh she 
shall bear; for she shall eat them 
for want of all things secretly in the 
siege and straitness, wherewith thine 
enemy shall distress thee in thy 
gates. 

56 If thou wilt not observe to do 
all the words of this law that are 
written in this book, that thou may- 
est fear this glorious and fearful 
name, THE LORD THY GOD; 

59 Then the Lord will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues 
of thy seed, even great plagues, and 
of long continuance, and sore sick¬ 
nesses, and of long continuance. 

60 Moreover he will bring upon 
thee all the diseases of Egypt, which 
thon wast afraid of ; and they shall 
cleave unto thee. 

61 Also every sickness, and every 
plagne, whioh is not written in the 
book of this law, them will the Lord 
bring upon thee, nntil thou bo de¬ 
stroyed. 

62 And ye shall be left few in nom-

CHAPTER XXIX. 


ber r whereas ye were as the stars of 
beavon for uiultitudo; beoause Ihou 
wouldost not obey tho voice of tho 
Lord thy God. 

63 And it shall come to pass, that 
as the Lord rejoiced over you to do 
you good, and to multiply you; so 
the Lord will rejoioe over you to 
destroy you, and to bring you to 
□ aught; and ye shall bo plucked 
from off the land whither thou goest 
to possess it. 

64 And the Lord shall scatter thee 
among all people, from the one end 
of the eartn even unto the other; 
and there thou shalt serve othor 
gods, which neither thou nor thy 
fathers have known, even wood And 
stone. 

65 And among these nations shalt 
thou find no ease, noither shall the 
sole of thy foot havo rest; but the 
Lord shall give thee there a trem¬ 
bling heart, and failing of eyes, and 
sorrow of mind; 

66 And thy life shall hang in doubt 
before thoe ; and thou shalt fear day 
and night, and shalt have none as¬ 
surance of thy life; 

67 In the morning thou shalt say, 
Would God it were even! and at 
even thou Bhalt say, Would God it 
were morning 1 for the fear of thine 
heart wherewith thou shalt fear, and 
for the eight of thine eyes whioh thon 
shalt see. 

68 And the Lord shall bring thee 
into Egypt again with ships, by the 
way whereof I spake unto tnoc, Thou 
shalt see it no more again ; and thoro 
yo shall be sold unto your enemies 
for bond men and bond women, and 
no man shall buy you. 

cnAPTEn xxix. 

J lotei exhorteth to obedience—AU are pro- 

tented before the Lord to enter into kit cove¬ 
nant — Secret thingt belong unto God. 
11ESE are tho words of the cove¬ 
nant, which the Lord command¬ 
ed Moses to make with tho children 
of Israel in the land of Moab, besides 
the covenant whioh ho made with 
them in Ilorob. 

2 And Moses called unto all Israel, 
and said unto them, Ye have Been 
all that the Lord did before your 
eyes in the land of Egypt unto Pha¬ 
raoh, and unto all his servants, and 
onto all his land; 


3 The great temptations whioh 
thine eyos havo seen, the signs, and 
those great miracles; 

4 Yet the Lord hath not given you 
a heart to peroeive, and eyes to see, 
and ears to hear, unto this day. 

5 And I have led you forty years 
in the wilderness; your clothes are 
not waxen old upoD yon, and thy 
shoe is not waxen old upon thy foot. 

6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink; 
that ye might know that I am the 
Lord your God. 

7 And when ye came unto this 
place, Sihon the king of Heshbon, 
and Og the king of B&Bh&n, came 
out against us unto battle, and wo 
smote them; 

8 And we took their land, and gave 
it for an inherit&noe unto the Reu- 
benites, and the Gaditos, and to the 
half tribe of Manasseh. 

9 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. 

10 Ye stand this day all of yon 
before the Lord your God; your 
captain b of your tribes, your elders, 
and your officers, with all the men of 
Israel, 

11 Your little ones, your wives, and 
thy stranger that is in thy camp, 
from the hewer of thy wood unto the 
drawer of thy water; 

12 That thou shouldest enter into 
covenant with the Lord thy God, 
and into his oath, which the Lord 
thy God maketh with thco this day; 

13 That he may establish thee to¬ 
day for a people unto himself, and 
that he may bo udLo thee a God, as 
he hath said unto thee, and as be 
halh sworn unto thy fathers, to Abra¬ 
ham, to Isaao, and to Jacob. 

14 Neither with you only do I make 
this covenant and this oath ; 

15 But with him that standeth here 
with us this day before tho Lord our 
God, and also with him that is not 
hore with us this day; 

16 (For ye know how wo have 
dwelt in tho land of Egypt; and 
how we came through the nations 
whioh ye passed by ; 

17 And ye have seen their abomi¬ 
nations, aud their idols, wood and 
stone, silver and gold, whioh were 
among them;) 
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13 Lett there should be among you 
man, or womao, or family, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day 
fiom *he Lord onr God, to go and 
serve the gods of these nations; lest 
there shoald be among yon a root 
that boareth gall and wormwood; 

19 And it come to pass, when he 
heareth the words of tnis curse, that 
he bless himself in his heart, saying, 
1 shall have peace, though I walk in 
Lho imagination of mine heart, to 
add drunkenness to thirst; 

20 The Lord will not spare him, 
but then the anger of the Lord and 
his jealousy shall smoke against that 
man, and all the curses that are writ¬ 
ten in this hook shall lie upon him, 
and the Lord shall blot out nis name 
from under heaven. 

21 And the Lord shall sepnrate 
him unto evil out of all the trines of 
Isrncl, according to all the curses of 
the covenant that are written in tliia 
book of the law ; 

22 So that the generation to come 
of your children that shall rise up 
after you, and the stranger that shall 
come from a far land, shall say, when 
they see the plagues of that land, and 
the sicknesses which the Lord hath 
laid upon it; 

23 And that the whole land thereof 
is brimstone, and salt, ani ourning, 
that it ib not sown, nor bearcth, nor 
any grass growelh therein, like the 
overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
Admah and Zeboim, which the Lord 
overthrew in his anger, and in his 
wrath; 

24 Even all nations shall say, 
Wherefore bath the Lord done thus 
unto this land ? what meaneth the 
heat of this great anger? 

25 Then men shall say, Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of 
the Lord God of their fathers, which 
he made with them when he brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt; 

26 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods 
whom they knew not, and whom he 
had not given unto them ; 

27 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against this land, to bring 
upon it all the curses that Are written 
in tbia book; 

28 And the Lord rooted them out 
of their land in Anger, and in wrath. 


and in great indignation, and cast 
them into another land, as it is this 
day. 

29 The secret things bcloDg unto 
the Lord our God; but those things 
which are revealed bolong onto us 
and to our children for ever, that we 
may do all the words of this law. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

Mercies promised tmto iht repentant—The 
commandment manifest—Death and life 
tel before Oum. 

ND it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse, 
which I have set before thee, and 
thou shalt call them to mind among 
all the nations, whither tho Lord thy 
God hath driven thee, 

2 And shalt return unto tho Lord 
thy God, and shAlt obey his voice 
according to all that I command thee 
this day, thou and thy children, 
with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul; 

3 That then the Lord thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have com¬ 
passion upon thee, and will return 
and gather thee from all the nations, 
whither the Lord thy God hath scat¬ 
tered thee. 

4 If any of thine be driven out 
onto the outmost parts of heaven, 
from thence will the Lord thy God 
gather thee, and from thence will he 
fetch thee; 

5 And the Lord thy God will bring 
thee into the land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou shalt possess it; 
and he will do thee good, and mul¬ 
tiply thee above thy fathers. 

6 And the Lord thy God will cir¬ 
cumcise thine heart, and the heart of 
thy seed, to love the Lord thy God 
with all thine heart, and with all thy 
soul, that thou mayest live. 

7 And tho Lord thy God will put 
all these curses upon thine enemies, 
and on them that hate thee, which 
persecuted thee. 

6 And thoa shalt return and obey 
the voice of the Lord, and do all his 
commandments which I command 
thee this day. 

9 And the Lord thy God will make 
thee plenteous in every work of thine 
band, in the fruit of thy body, and in 
the fruit of thy cattle, and in the 
fruit of thy land, for good; for th# 
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Lord will again rejoice over thee for 
good, as ho rejoiced over thy fathers; 

10 If thou shalt hearken unto the 
voice of the Lord thy God, to keep 
his commandments and his statutes 
which aro written in this book of the 
law, and if thou turn unto the Lord 
thy God with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul. 

11 For this commandment which I 
command thee this day, it is not 
hidden from theo, neither is it far 
off. 

12 It is not in heaven, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go ap for 
as to heaven, and hring it unto us, 
that we may hear it, and do it? 

13 Neitbor is it beyond the sea, 
that thou shouldest say, Who shall 
go over the sea for us, and bring it 
unto us, that we may hear it, and 
do it ? 

14 But the word is very nigh unto 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart, 
that thou mayest do it. 

15 Sec, I have set before thee this 
day lifo and good, and death and 
evil; 

10 In that I command thee this day 
to lovo the Lord thy God, to walk in 
his ways, and to keep his oommnnd' 
moots, and his statutes, and his judg¬ 
ments, that thou mayest live and 
multiply; and the Lord thy God 
shall bless thee in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

17 But if thine heart turn away, so 
that thou wilt not hear, but shalt be 
drawn away, and worship other gods, 
and serve them; 

18 I denounce unto you this day, 
that ye shall Buroly perish, and that 
ye shall not prolong your days upon 
the land, whither thon passest over 
Jordan to go to possess it. 

19 I call heaven and earth to re¬ 
cord this day against yon, that I 
have set before you life and death, 
blessing and onrsing; therefore ohoose 
life, that both thou and thy seed may 
live; 

20 That thon mayest love the Lord 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey 
his voice, and that thon mayest oleave 
unto him ; for he is thy life, and the 
length of thy days; that thon may- 
est dwell in the land whioh the Lord 
sware unto thy fathers, to Abraham, 
to Isaac, and to Jaoob, to give them. 
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CHAPTER XXXI. 

Motes encotsragelh Joshua and the people— 

Hit charge toJotJiua—Moats deliver Ah th• 

book of the law to the Levitts to hup—Re 

makeih a protestation to the eldert. 

ND Moses went and spake these 
words unto all Israel. 

2 And he said unto them, I am a 
hundred and twenty years old this 
day; I can no more go oat and come 
in ; also tho Lord hath said onto me, 
Thou shalt not go over this Jordan. 

3 Tho Lord thy God, he will go over 
before thee, and he will destroy these 
nations from before thee, and thon 
shall possess them; and Joshua, he 
shall go over before thee, as the Lord 
hath said. 

4 And the Lord shall do unto them 
as ho did to Sihon and to Og, kings 
of tho Amoritcs, and unto the land 
of them, whom he destroyed. 

5 And the Lord shall give them up 
before your faoe, that ye may do 
unto them aooording unto all the 
commandments which I have com¬ 
manded you. 

0 Bo strong and of a good courage, 
fear not, nor be afraid of them; for 
the Lord thy God, he it is that doth 
go with thee; he will not fail thee, 
nor forsake theo. 

7 And Moses called unto Joshua, 
and said unto him in the sight of all 
Israel, Be strong and of a good cour¬ 
age ; for thou must go with this 
people unto the land whioh the Lord 
nath sworn unto their fathers to give 
them; and thou shalt canso them to 
inherit it. 

8 And the Lord, he it is that doth 
go bofore thee ; he will be with thee, 
he will not fail thee, neither forsake 
thee; fear not, neither be dismayed. 

9 And Moses wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the sons 
of Levi, whioh bare the ark of the 
oovonant of the Lord, and unto all 
the elders of Israel. 

10 And Moses commanded them, 
saying, At the end of every seven 
years, in the solemnity of the year of 
release, in the feast of tabernacles, 

11 Whon all Israel is oome to ap¬ 
pear before the Lord thy God in the 
plaoe whioh he shall ohoose, thou 
shalt read this law before all Israel 
in their hearing. 

12 Gather the people together, men, 
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and women, and children, and thy 
etrangor that is within thy gntcB, that 
they may hear, and that they may 
learn, and fear the Lord your God, 
and observe to do a.l the words of 
this law; 

13 And that their children, which 
have not known any thing, may hear, 
and learn to fear the Lord your God, 
as long as ye live in the land whither 
ye go over Jordan to possess it, 

14 And the Lord said unto Mosce, 
Behold, thy days approach that thou 
mast die; call Joshua, and present 
yourselves in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, that I may give him a 
charge. And Moses and Joshua went, 
and presented themselves in the ta- 
bernncle of the congregation. 

15 And the Lord appeared in the 
tabernacle in a pillar of a clond ; and 
tbe pillar of the cloud stood over the 
door of the tAbernaclc. 

16 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Behold, thou shalt sleep with thy fa¬ 
thers; and this people will rise up, 
and go a whoring after the gods of 
the strangers of the land, whither 
they go to bo among them, and will 
forsake me and break my covenant 
which I have made with tbem. 

17 Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my face 
from them, and they shall be devour¬ 
ed, and many evils and troubles shall 
befall them; so that they will say in 
that day, Are not theso evils come 
apon us, because our God is not 
among us ? 

IS And I will surely hide my face 
in that day for all the evils which 
they shall have wrought, in that they 
are turned unto other gods. 

19 Now therefore write ye this song 
for yon, and teach it the children of 
Israel; put it in their mouths, that 
this song may be a witness for mo 
against the children of Israel. 

20 For when I shall have brought 
them into the land which I swaro 
unto their fathers, that floweth with 
milk and honey ; and they shall have 
eaten and filled themselves, and wax¬ 
en fat; then will they turn unto other 
gods, and serve them, and provoke 
mo, and break my covenant. 

21 And it shall oome to pass, when 
many ovils and troubles are befallen 


them, that this song shall testify 
against them as a witness; for it 
shall not be forgotten out of the 
mouths of their seed; for I know 
their imagination which they go 
about, even now, before I have 
brought them into the land whioh 
I aware. 

22 Moses therefore wrote this song 
the same day, and tanght it the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

23 And he gave Joshoa the son of 
Non a charge, and said, Be strong 
and of a good courage; for thon 
shalt bring tho children of Israel 
into the land which I sware onto 
them; and I will be with thee. 

24 And it came to pass, when Mo¬ 
ses had made an end of writing the 
words of this law in a book, until 
they were finished, 

25 That Moses commanded the Le- 
vites, which bare the ark of the cov- 
enant of the Lord, saying, 

26 Take this book of tho law, and 
put it in tbe side of the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, that 
it may be there for a witness against 
thee. 

27 For I know thy rebellion, and 
thy stiff neck; behold, while I am 
yet alive with you this day, ye have 
been rebellious against the Lord; 
and how muoh more after my death 7 

28 Gather unLo me all the elders of 
your tribes, and your officers, that I 
may speak those words in their ears, 
and call heaven and earth to record 
against them. 

29 For I know that after my death 
ye will utterly corrupt yourselves, 
and turn aside from the way which I 
have commanded you; and evil will 
befall you in tho latter days ; because 
ye will do evil in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger 
through the work of your hands. 

30 And Moses spake in the ears of 
all the congregation of Israel the 
words of this song, until they were 
ended. 

CHAPTER XXXXL 

Moses’s song—God ttndelh him up to notmi 
A'>6o, to set the land, and die. 

IVE ear, 0 ye heavens, and I will 
speak; and hear, 0 earth, the 
words of my mouth. 

2 My doctrine shall drop as the 
rain, my spoeoh shall distil as the 
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«lcw, ftB Iho 6mall rain upon tho len¬ 
der herb, and ub lhe showers upon 
the graBa; 

3 Beoause I will publish the namo 
of the Lord; asenhe ye greatness 
□uto oar Qod. 

4 He is the Rock, hie work is per¬ 
fect; for all his ways are judgment; 
a Hod of truth and without iniquity, 
just and right iB he. 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their spot is not the spot of his chil¬ 
dren ; they are a perverse and crooked 
generation. 

6 Do yo thus requito the Lord, 0 
foolish people and unwise? is not he 
thy father that hath bought thee? 
hath he not made thee, and oetab- 
lished thee ? 

7 Remember the days of old, con¬ 
sider the years of many generations; 
ask thy father, and he will show thee; 
thy elders, and they will tell thee. 

6 When the Most High divided to 
the nations their inheritance, when 
he separated the sons of Adam, ho 
set the bounds of the people accord¬ 
ing to the number of tno children of 
Israel. 

9 For the Lord’s portion is his peo¬ 
ple; Jacob is the lot of his inherit¬ 
ance- 

10 He found him in a desert land, 
and in the waste howling wilder¬ 
ness; he led him ahout, he instructed 
him, he kept him as the apple of his 
eye. 

11 As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, eproadeth 
abroad her wingB, taketh them, bear- 
eth them on her wings ; 

12 So the Lord alone did lead him, 
and there was no strange god with 
him. 

13 He made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, that he might eat 
the Increase of the fields; and he 
made him to snok honey out of the 
rook, and oil out of tho flinty rook; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of 
sheep, with fat of lambs, and rams of 
the breed of Baehan, and goats, with 
the fat of kidneys of wheat; and thou 
didst drink the pore blood of the 
grape. 

16 But Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked; thou art waxen fat, thou art 

J jrown thiok, thou art covered with 
atness; then bo forsook Qod which 
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made him, and lightly esteemed the 
Iloek of bis salvation, 
lb They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange gods, with abominations 
provoked they him to anger. 

17 They sacrificed unto devils, not 
to Qod; to gods whom they knew 
not, to new gods that came newly 
up, whom your fathers feared not. 

IS Of the Rock that begat tbee thou 
art unmindful, and hast forgotten 
Qod that formed thee. 

19 And when the Lord saw it, he 
abhorred them, beoause of the pro¬ 
voking of his sons, and of his daugh¬ 
ters. 

20 And he said, I will hide my face 
from them, I will see what their end 
shall be; for they are a very froward 
generation, children in whom is no 
faitb. 

21 They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which is not Qod ; they 
have provoked me to anger with 
their vanities; And I will move them 
to jealousy with those which are not 
a people; I will provoke them to an¬ 
ger with a foolish nation. 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine an¬ 
ger, and shall burn unto the lowest 
hell, and shall consume the earth 
with her increase, and set on fire the 
foundations of the mountains. 

23 I will heap mischief upon them ; 
I will spend mine arrows upon them. 

24 They shall he burnt with hunger, 
and devoured with hurning heat, and 
with bitter destruction; I will also 
send the toeth of beasts upon them, 
with the poison of serpents of the 
dust. 

25 Tho sword without, and terror 
within, shall destroy both the yoang 
man and the virgin, the suckling also 
with the man of gray hairs. 

26 I said, I would scatter them into 
corners, I would mAke the remem¬ 
brance of them to cease from among 
men; 

27 Were It not that I feared the 
wrath of the enemy, lest their ad¬ 
versaries should behave themselves 
strangely, and lest they should say, 
Our hand is high, and the Lord hath 
not done all this. 

20 For they are a nation void of 
oounsel, neither is there any under¬ 
standing in them. 

29 0 that they were wiso, that they 
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understood this, that they would con¬ 
sider thoir latter end ! 

30 How should one ohasc a thousand, 
and two put ten thousand to flight, 
except their Rock had sold them, and 
the Lord had shut them up ? 

31 For their rook iB not as our Rook, 
even our enemies themselves being 
judges. 

32 For their vine iB of the vine of 
Sodom, and of the fields of Qomorrah; 
their grapes are grapes of gall, their 
clusters ore bitter; 

33 Tbeir wine iB the poison of dra¬ 
gons, and the cruel venom of asps. 

34 Is not this laid up in store with 
me, and sealed up among my trea¬ 
sures ? 

35 To me belongeth vengeanoe, and 
recompense; their foot Bball slide in 
doe time; for the day of their calamity 
is at hand, and the things that shall 
oome upon them make baste. 

36 For the Lord shall judge bis peo¬ 
ple, and repent himself for his ser¬ 
vants, when he seeth that their power 
is gone, and there is none shut up, or 
left. 

37 And he shall say, Where are their 
gods, tbeir rock in whom they trusted, 

38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of their 
drink offerings? let them rise up and 
help you, and be yoDr protection. 

39 Bee now that I, even I, am he, 
and there is no god with mo; I kill, 
and I make alive; I wound, and I 
heal; neither is there any chat oan 
deliver out of my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. 

41 If I whet my glittering sword, 
and mine hand take hold on judg¬ 
ment; I will render vengeance to mine 
enemies, and will reward them that 
hate me. 

42 I will make mine arrows drunk 
with blood, and my sword shall de¬ 
vour fleBh; and that with the blood 
of the slain and of the oaptives, from 
the beginning of revenges upon the 
enemy. 

43 Rejoice, 0 ye nations, with bis 
people; for he will avenge the blood 
of nis servants, and will render ven¬ 
geance to his adversaries, and will 
be merciful unto his land, and to his 
people. 

44 And Moses oame and spake all 


the words of this song in the ears of 
the people, he, and Hoshea the bod 
of Nun. 

45 And Moses made an end of speak¬ 
ing all these words to all Israel; 

4fl And he said unto them, Set your 
hearts unto all the words which I 
testify among you this day, which ye 
shall command your children to ob¬ 
serve to do, all the words of this law. 

47 For it is not a vain thing for you; 
because it is your life; and through 
this thing ye shall prolong your dayi 
in the land, whither ye go over Jordan 
to possess it. 

48 And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses that self-same day, saying, 

46 Get thee up into this mountain 
Abarim, unto mount Nebo, which is 
in the land of Moah, that is over 
against Jerioho ; and hehold the land 
of Canaan, which I give unto the 
children of Israel for a possession ; 

50 And die in the mount whither 
thou goest up, and be gathered unto 
thy people; as Aaron tby brother died 
in mount Hor, and was gathered unto 
his people; 

51 Because ye trespassed against me 
among the children of Israel at the 
waters of Meribah-Eadesh, in the wil¬ 
derness of Zin ; because ye sanctified 
me not in the midst of the children o! 
Israel. 

52 Yet thou ehalt see the land before 
thee; but thou shalt not go thither 
unto the land which I give the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

chapter mm. 

TV majesty of God — TV bieuingt qf the 
tribes. 

ND this is the blessing, where¬ 
with Moses the man of God 
blessed the children of Israel before 
his death. 

2 And he said, The Lord came from 
Sinai, and rose up from Seir unto 
them; he shined forth from mount 
Paran, and he came with ten thou¬ 
sands of saints ; from his right h&nd 
went a fiery law for them. 

3 Yea, he loved the people; all hli 
saints are in thy hand ; and they sat 
down at thy feet; every ODe shall re¬ 
ceive of thy words. 

4 Moses commanded us a law, even 
the inheritance of the congregation 
of Jaoob. 

6 And be was king In Jeshurun, 
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wLion the bcudfl of the people and 
tbo tribes of Jsr;i<*l were gathered 
together. 

G Let Reuben lire, and not die; and 
lot not his men be few. 

7 And this is the blessing of Judah; 
and he said, Hear, Lord, the voice of 
Judah, and bring him unto his peo- 

le; let his hands be saffioiont for 
im; and be tbou a help to him from 
his enomies. 

8 And of Levi he said, Let thy Thum- 
mim and thy Urirn be with thy holy 
one, whom thou didst prove at Mae- 
sah, and with whom thou didst strive 
at the waters of Meribah; 

9 Who said unto his father and to 
his mothor, I have not seen him; 
neither did be acknowledge his bre¬ 
thren, nor knew his own ohildren ; for 
i hey have observed thy word, and kept 
thy covenant. 

10 They shall teaoh Jacob thy judg¬ 
ments, and Israel thy law ; they shall 

ul incense beforo thee, and whole 
urnt sacrifice upon thine altar. 

11 Bless, Lord, his substance, and 
accept the work of his hands; Bmite 
through the loins of them that rise 
against him, and of them that hate 
him, that thoy rise not again. 

12 And of Benjamin he said. The 
beloved of the Lord shall dwell in 
safely by him; and the Lord shall 
oover him all the day long, and he 
shall dwoll between his Bhoulders. 

13 And of Joseph he said, Blessed 
of the Lord be his land, for the pre¬ 
cious things of heaven, for the dew, 
and for the deep that ooucheth be¬ 
neath, 

11 And for the precious fruits brought 
forth by the sun, and for the preoious 
things pul forth by the moon, 

16 And for the chief things of the 
anoient mountains, and for the pre- 
oioQS things of the lasting hills, 

10 And for the precious things of 
the earth and fulness thereof, and for 
the good will of him that dwelt in the 
bush; let the blessing come upon the 
head of Joseph, and upon the top of 
the head of him that was separated 
from his brethren. 

17 His glory is like the firstling of 
his bnllook, and hie horns are like the 
horns of unicorns ; with them ho shall 
push the people together to the ends 
of the earth; and they are the ten 
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thousands of Ephraim, and they are 
the thousands of Manassoh. 

18 And of Zobulun he said, Rejoioe, 
Zcbutun, in thy going out; and, Isaa- 
char, in thy tents. 

19 Thoy shall oall the people unto 
the mountain; there they shall offer 
sacrifices of righteousness; lor they 
shall suck of the abundance of the 
seas, and of treasures hid in the sand. 

20 And of Gad he said, Blessed be 
he that enlargeth Gad; ho dwelleth 
as a lion, and tcareth the arm with 
the orown of the head. 

21 And he provided the first part 
for himself, because there, in a portion 
of the lawgiver, was he seated; and 
ho came with the heads of the people, 
he executed the justice of the Lord, 
and hie judgments with Israel. 

22 And of Dan he said, Dan is a 
lion's whelp; he shall leap from 
Bashan. 

23 And of Naphtali he said, ° 
Naphtali, satisfied with favour, and 
full with the blessing of the Lord, 
possess thou the west and the south. 

24 And of Asher he said, Let Asher 
be blessed with ohildren; let him be 
acceptable to his brethren, and let 
him dip his foot in oil. 

25 Thy shoes shall be iron and 
brass; And as thy days, so shall thy 
strength be. 

26 There is none like onto the God 
of Jeshurun, who rideth upon the 
heaven in thy help, and in his ex- 
cellenoy on the sky. 

27 The eternal God is thy refuge, 
and underneath are the everlasting 
arms; and he shall thrust out the 
enemy from before thee; and shall 
say, Destroy them. 

28 Israel then shall dwell in safety 
alone; the fountain of Jacob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; also 
his heavens shall drop down dew. 

29 Happy art thou, 0 Israel; who 
is like unto thee, 0 people saved by 
the Lord, the shield of toy help, and 
who is the sword of thy exoellenoy I 
and thine enemies shall be found 
liars unto thee ; and thou shalt tread 
upon their high places. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

Hotel viewih the land—He dieth—Hit ao e— 
Mourning for Aim —Jothtta Mueett&dhnim. 
ND Moses went up from the 
plains of Moab unto tho moun 
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tain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgab, 
that ie over agn-inat Jericho ; and tbo 
Lord showed him all the land of 
Gilead, unto Dan, 

2 And all Naphtali, and the land of 
Ephraim, and Manasseh, and all the 
land of Judah, onto the utmost sea, 

3 And the sonth, and the plain of 
the valley of Jericho, the city of palm 
trees, unto Zoar. 

4 And the Lord said unto him, This 
is the land which I swore unto Abra¬ 
ham, unto Isaac, and onto Jacob, 
saying, I will give it unto thy Beed; 
I have caused thee to see it with 
thine eyes, but thon shalt not go over 
thither. 

6 So Moses the servant of tho Lord 
died there in the land of Moab, 
according to the word of tho Lord. 

6 For the Lord took him unto his 
fathers, in a valley in the land of 
Moab, over against Beth-peor; there¬ 
fore no man knoweth of his sepulchre 
nnto this day. 


7 And Moses was a hundred and 
twenty years old when he died; hii 
eyo was not dim, nor bis natural 
forco abated. 

8 And the children of Israel wept 
for Moses in the plains of Moab thirty 
days; so the days of weeping and 
mourning for Moses were ended. 

9 And Joshua the son of Nun was 
full of the spirit of wisdom; for 
Moses had laid his hands upon him ; 
and the children of Israel hearkened 
nnto him, and did aB the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses. 

10 And there arose not a prophet 
since in Israel like nnto Moses, wnom 
the Lord knew face to faoc, 

11 In all the signs and the wonders 
whioh the Lord sent him to do in the 
land of Egypt, to Pharaoh, and to all 
his servants, and to all his land, 

12 And in all that mighty hand, and 
in all the groat terror whioh Moses 
showed in the sight of all Israel. 


THE BOOK 

CHAPTER I. 

Joshua tueceeddh Motet—Joshua prospereth. 
OW after the death of MoseB the 
servant of the Lord, it came to 
pass, that the Lord Bpake unto Joshua 
the son of Nun, Moses’ minister, 
saying, 

2 Moses my servant is dead; now 
therefore arise, go over this Jordan, 
thon, and all this people, nnto the 
land whioh I do give to them, even 
to the children of Israel. 

3 Every plaoe that the sole of yonr 
foot shall tread apon, that have I 
given nnto yon, as 1 said unto Moses. 

4 From the wilderness and this 
Lebanon even nnto the great river, 
the river Euphrates, all the land of 
the Hittites, and unto the great sea 
toward the going down of the sun, 
shall he your coast. 

6 Thore shall not any man be able 
to stand hefore thee all the days of 
thy life; as I was with Moses, so I 
will be with thee; I will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

0 Be strong and of a good oonrage ; 
for nnto this people shalt tbou divide 
Cor an inheritance the land, whioh I 
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sware unto their fathers to give 
them. 

7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest observe 
to do aocording to all the law, which 
Moses my servant commanded tbee ; 
turn not from it to the right hand or 
to the left, that thon mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall not 
depart out of thy month; but thou 
shall meditate therein day and night, 
that thon mayest observe to do 
according to all that is written there¬ 
in ; for then thou Bhalt make thy way 
prosperous, and then thou shalt have 
good success. 

9 Have not I commanded thee ? Be 
strong and of a good oourage; be not 
afraid, neither he thon dismayed; for 
the Lord thy Qod is with thee whither¬ 
soever thon goost. 

10 Then Joshua oommanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and com¬ 
mand the people, saying, Prepare 
you viotuals; lor within three aays 
ye shall pass over this Jordan, to go 
in to possess the land, whioh the 
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Lord your God giveth you to possess 
it. 

12 And to tho Reubonites, and to 
the Gadites, and to half the tribe of 
ManasBeh, spoke Joshua, saying, 

13 Rememoer the word which Moses 
the servant of the Lord aommandcd 
you, saying, The Lord your God hath 
given you roBt, aud hath given you 
this land. 

14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land 
which Moses gave you on this side 
Jordan; but ye shall pass before your 
brethren armod, all the mighty men 
of valour, and help them ; 

15 Until tho Lord have given your 
brethren rest, as he hath given you, 
and thoy also have possessed the land 
which the Lord your God giveth 
them ; then ye shall return unto the 
land of your possession, aud enjoy it, 
which Moses tho Lord’s sorvant gave 
you on this sido Jordan toward the 
sun-rising. 

16 And they answered Joshua, say¬ 
ing, All that thou oommandest us wo 
will do, and wbithersoevor thou Bend- 
eBt us, we will go. 

17 Aooording as we hearkened unto 
Moses in all things, so will we hearken 
unto thoo; only tho Lord thy God 
be with thee, as he was with Moses. 

10 WhoBoever he be that doth rebel 
against thy commandment, and will 
not hearken unto thy words in all 
that thou oommandest him, ho shall 
be put to doath; only be strong and 
of a good courage. 

CHAPTER II. 

Rahab receiveth the fuw rpie *— Their return. 
ND Joshua the son of Nun sent 
out of Shittim two men to spy 
secretly, saying, Go view the land, 
even Jericho, And they went and 
aame into a harlot’s house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there. 

2 And it was told the king of Jeri¬ 
cho, saying, Bohold, there oame men 
In hither to-night of the ohildren of 
Israel to searoh out the oountry. 

8 And the king of Jerioho sent 
onto Rahab, saying, Bring forth the 
men that are ootne to thee, which 
are entered into thine house; for 
they be come to searoh out all the 
country. 

4 And tho woman took the two men, 
and hid them, and said thus, There 
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came men onto me, hut I wist not 
whcnco they were; 

6 And it oame to pass about the 
time of shutting of the gate, when it 
was dark, that the meD went oat; 
whither the men went, I wot not; 
pursue after them quiokly; for ye 
shall overtake them. 

6 But she had hrought them up to 
the roof of the house, and hid them 
with the stalks of flax, which she 
had laid in order upon the roof. 

7 And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the fords; 
and as soon as they which pursued 
after them were gone out, they shut 
the gate. 

8 And before they were laid down, 
she came np unto them upon the 
roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I 
know that tho Lord hath given you 
the land, and that your terror is 
fallen upon us, aud that all the in¬ 
habitants of the land faint because 
of you. 

10 For we have heard how the Lord 
dried up the water of the Red sea for 
you, when ye came out of Egypt; 
and what ye did unto the two kings 
of the Amorites, that were on the 
other side Jordan, Sihon and Og, 
whom ye utterly destroyed. 

11 And as soon as we had heard 
these things, our hearts did melt, 
neither did there remain any more 
courage in any msm, because of you; 
for the Lord your God, he is God in 
heaven above, and in earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I proy you, swear 
unto me by the Lord, since I have 
showed you kindness, that ye will 
also show kindness unto my father's 
house, and give me a true token ; 

13 And that you will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my bre- 
thren, and my sisters, and all that 
they have, and deliver our lives from 
death. 

14 And the men answered her, Oar 
life for yours, if ye otter not this onr 
business. And it shall be, when the 
Lord hath given ns the land, that 
we will deal kindly and truly with 
thee. 

16 Then she let them down by a oord 
through the window; for her house 
was upon the town wall, and she 
dwelt upon the wall. 
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16 And she said unto them, Get you 
to the mountain, lest the pursuers 
meet yon, and hido yourselves there 
three days, until the pursuers be re¬ 
turned ; and afterward may ye go 
your way. 

17 And the men said unto her, We 
will be blameless of this thine oath 
which thou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the 
laud, thou shalt bind this line of scar¬ 
let thread in the window which thou 
didst let us down by; and thou shalt 
bring thy father, and thy mother, 
and thy brethren, and all thy father's 
household, home unto thee. 

19 And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go out of the doors of thy house 
into the street, his blood Bhall be 
upon his head, and we will be guilt¬ 
less; and whosoever shall be with 
thee in the house, his blood shall be 
on our head, if any hand be upon 
him. 

20 And if thou utter this our busi¬ 
ness, then we will be quit of thine 
oath which thou hast made us to 
swear. 

21 And she said, According unto 
your words, so be it. And she sent 
them away, and they departed; and 
she bound the scarlet line in the win¬ 
dow. 

22 And they went, and came unto 
tho mountain, and abode there three 
days, until the pursuers were re¬ 
turned ; and the pursuors Bought 
them throughout all the way, but 
found them not. 

23 So the two men returned, and 
descended from the mountain, and 
passed over, and came to Joshua the 
son of Nun, and told him all things 
that befell them; 

24 And they said unto Joshua, Truly 
the Lord hath delivered into our 
hands all the laud; for even all the 
inhabitants of the country do faint 
beoanse of us. 

CHAPTER ILL 

Jaihua eometh to Jordan—‘Tho Lord oicovr- 
Offeth Joshua, and the. people—The scoters 
of Jordan divided . 

ND Joshua rose early in the 
morning; and they removod 
rrom Shittim, and came to Jordan, 
he and all the children of Israel, and 
lodged there before they passed over. 
2 And it came to pass after three 


days, that the officers went through 
the ho9t; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
Baying, When ye see the ark of tho 
covenant of the Lord your God, and 
the priests the Levites bearing it, 
then ye shall remove from your 
place, and go after it. 

4 Yet there shall be a space between 
you and it, about two thousand cubits 
by measure; come not near unto it. 
that ye may know the way hy whioh 
ye must go; for ye have not passed 
this way heretofore. 

b And Joshua said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves; for to-morrow 
the Lord will do wonders among you. 

6 And Joshua spake unto the priest?, 
saying, Take up the ark of the cove¬ 
nant, and pass over before the people. 
And they took ap the ark of the cove¬ 
nant, and went before the people. 

7 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
This day will I begin to magnify 
theo in the sight of all Israel, that 
they may know that, as I was with 
Moses, so I will be with thee. 

8 And thou shalt command the 
priests that bear the ark of the cove 
naut, saying, When ye are come to 
the brink of the water of Jordan, ye 
shall stand still in Jordan. 

9 And Joshna said onto the chil 
dren of Israel, Come hither, and hoar 
the words of the Lord your God. 

10 And Joshua said, Hereby ye 
shall know that the living God ii 
among you, and that he will without 
fail drive out from before you the 
Cauaauilce, and the Hittites, and th* 
Hivites, and the Perizsites, and the 
Girgashites, and the Amorites, and 
tho Jebusites. 

11 Behold, the ark of the oovenant 
i of the Lord of all the earth posseth 

over before yon into Jordan. 

12 Now therefore take yon twelve 
men out of the tribes of Israel, ont of 
every tribe a man. 

13 And it shall come to pass, a« 
soon as tbe soles of the feet of the 
priests that bear the ark of the Lord, 
the Lord of oil the earth, shall rest 
in tho waters of Jordan, that the 
waters of Jordan shall be ent off 
from the waters that come down 
from above; and they shall stand 
upon a heap. 

14 And it came to pass, when tbs 
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people removed from their tentB, to 
ass over Jordan, and the priests 
earing the ark of the covenant be¬ 
fore the people; 

15 And as they that hare the ark 
were oome onto Jordan, and the feet 
of the priests that bare the ark were 
dipped in the brim of the water, (for 
Jordan ovorfloweth all biB banks all 
the time of harvest,) 

16 That the waters which oame 
down from above stood and ro9e up 
upon a heap very far from tho oity 
Adam, that is beside Zarctan ; and 
those that oarno down toward tho sea 
of the plain, even the salt sea, failed, 
and were out off; and the people 
passed over right against Jericho. 

17 And tho p.iests that bare the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord 
stood firm on dry ground in tho 
midst of Jordan, and all the Is¬ 
raelites passed over on dry ground, 
until all tho people wero passed olenn 
»ver Jordan. 

CIIAPTKR IV. 

Twelve i tons a fur a memorial — Twelve other 
ttona aet up in the mulit of Jordan — The 
people past over. 

ND it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over 
Iordan, that the Lord spake unto 
Joshua, saying, 

2 Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, 

3 And command ye them, saying, 
Take you hence out of tho midst of 
Jordan, out of tho place where the 
priests' foot Btood firm, twelve stones, 
ind ye shall oarry them over with 
pou, and leave them in the lodging 
plaoe, where ye shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua called the twolve 
men, whom he had prepared of the 
shildren of Israel, out or every tribe 
I man ; 

5 And Joshua sftid unto them, Pass 
over before the ark of the Lord your 
God into the midst of Jordan, and 
take you up every man of you a 
■tone upon bis shoulder, aooording 
auto the number of the tribes of the 
ohildren of Israel; 

6 That this may be a sign among 
you, that whon your children ask 
their fathers in time to oome, saying, 
What mean ye by these stones? 

7 Then ye shall answer thorn, That 
the waters of Jordan were out -off 
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before the ark of the oovenant of 
the Lord; when it passed over Jor¬ 
dan, the waters of Jordan were cut 
off; and these stones shall be for a 
memorial unto the children of Israel 
for ever. 

8 And the ohildren of Israel did 
so as Joshua oommanded, and took 
up twelve stones out of the midst of 
Jordan, as the Lord spake unto 
Joshua, according to the number of 
the tribes of the ohildren of Israel, 
and carried them over with them 
unto tho place where they lodged, 
and laid them down there. 

9 And Joshua set up twelve stones 
in the midst of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the oovenant stood; 
and they are there unto this day. 

10 For the priests which hare the 
ark stood in tno midst of Jordan, un¬ 
til everything was finished that the 
Lord oommanded Joshua to speak 
unto the people, according to all that 
Moses oommanded JoBhua; and the 
people hasted and passed over. 

11 And it oame to pass, when all the 
people were olean passed over, that 
the ark of the Lord passed over, and 
the priests, in the presenoe of the 
people. 

12 And the ohildren of Reuben, 
and the ohildren of Gad, and half 
the tribe of Manasseh, passed over 
armed before the ohildren of Israel, 
as Moses spake unto them ; 

13 About forty thousand prepared 
for war passed over beforo the Lord 
unto battle, to the plains of Jeriaho. 

14 On that day the Lord magnified 
Joshua in the sight of all Israel; 
and they feared him, as they feared 
Moses, all the days of his life. 

15 And the Lord spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

16 Command the priests that bear 
the ark of the testimony, that they 
come up out of Jordan. 

17 Joshna therefore commanded 
the priests, saying, Come ye up out 
of Jordan. 

18 And it oame to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of the oove¬ 
nant of the Lord were oome up out 
of the midst of Jordan, ana the 
soles of the priests' feet were lifted 
up unto the ary land, that the waters 
or Jordan returned unto their plaoe. 
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and flowed over all his banks, as they 
did before. 

19 And the people oame up out of 
Jordan on the tenth day of the first 
month, and encamped in Gilgal, in 
the east border of Jericho. 

20 And those twelve stones, which 
they took oat of Jordan, did Joshua 
pitch in Gilgal. 

21 And he spake unto the children 
of Israel, saying, When your chil¬ 
dren shall BBk their fathers in time 
to come, saying, What mean these 
stones ? 

22 Then ye shall let yoar children 
know, saying, Israel came over this 
Jordan on dry land. 

23 For the Lord yonr God dried 
np the waters of Jordan from before 
yon, until ye were passed over, as 
the Lord your God did to the Red 
sea, which he dried up from before 
us, until we were gone over; 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the Lord, 
that it is mighty; that ye might fear 
the Lord your God for ever. 

CHAPTER V. 

Tht Qanaanilea are afraid—Joshua rencxo- 

eOl circumcision—The passovcr—Manna 

ctaselh—An Angel appeareih to Joshua. 
ND it came to pass, when all 
the kings of the Amorites, which 
were on the side of Jordan westward, 
and all the kings of the Canaanites, 
which were by the Ben, heard that 
the Lord had dried up the waters 
of Jordan from before the ohildren 
of Israel, until we were passed over, 
that their heart melted, neither was 
there spirit in them any more, be¬ 
cause of the ohildren of Israel. 

2 At that time the Lord said onto 
Joshua, Make thee sharp knives, and 
oircumciee again the children of Is¬ 
rael the seoond time. 

3 And Joshua made him sharp 
knives, and oiroumcised the children 
of Israel at the hill of the foreskins, 

4 And this is the oanse why Joshua 
did ciroumoise ; All the people that 
oame out of Egypt, that were males, 
even all the men of war, died in the 
wilderness by the way, after they 
oame ont of Egypt. 

6 Now Ml the people that oame out 
were rlroumoised; out all the poo- 

le that were born in the wildorness 

7 the way as thoy oame forth ont 


of Egypt, them they had not oironm 
cised. 

0 For the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all 
the people that were men of war, 
which came out of Egypt, were con 
earned, because they obeyed not the 
voice of the Lord; unto whom the 
Lord sware that he would not show 
them the land, which the Lord swim 
unto their fathers that he would girt* 
us, a land that fioweth with milk and 
honey. 

7 And their children, whom he 
raised up iu their stead, them Josh an 
circumcised; for they were nneir- 
cumciscd, because they had not cir¬ 
cumcised them by the way. 

6 And it came to pass, when the? 
had done circumcising all the people, 
that they abode in their places in the 
camp, till they were whole. 

9 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
This day have I rolled away tho re 
proach of Egypt from off you. Where¬ 
fore tho name of the place is called 
Gilgal unto this day. 

10 And the children of Israel er, 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the pae* 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even in the plains of Jeri 
cho. 

11 And they did eat of the old 
corn of the land on the morrow af 
ter the passover, unleavened oakc*, 
and parched corn in the self-same 
day. 

12 And tho manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the 
old corn of the land; neither bad 
the ohildren of Israel manna ani 
more; hut thoy did eat of the fruit 
of the land of Canaan that year. 

13 And it came to pass, when Joshm 
was by Jericho, that he lifted up hip 
eyes and looked, and, behold, there 
stood a man over against him with 
his sword drawn in his hand; And 
Joshua went unto him, and said unto 
him, Art thou for us, or for our ad¬ 
versaries ? 

14 And he said, Nay; but as cap¬ 
tain of the host of the Lurd am I now 
come. Aud Joshua fell on his face to 
the earth, and did worship, and said 
unto him, What saith my lord unto 
his servant? 

15 And the o&ptain of the Lord’s 
host said unto Joshna, Loose thy 
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shoe from off thy foot; for the place 
whereon thou standest is holy. Aod 
Joshua did so. 

CHAPTER 71. 

Jericho thul up—Tht city compassed—Tht 
walls fall dawn — Rahab saved—Tht build¬ 
er of Jericho cursed. 

OW Joricho wub strailly shut up 
because of the children of Israel; 
none went out, and none came in. 

2 And Lhe Lord said unto Joshua, 
See, I have given into thine hand 
Jericho, and the king thereof, and the 
mighty men of valour. 

3 And ye shall compass the city, 
all ye men of war, and go round 
about the oity once. Thus shalt thou 
do six days. 

4 And sever priests shall bear be¬ 
fore the ark seven trumpets of rams' 
horns; and the seventh day yo shall 
compass the oity Boven times, and 
the priests shall blow with tho Lrum- 
pots. 

6 And it shall come to pass, that 
when they make a long blast with 
the ram’s horn, and when ye hear 
the Bound of the trumpet, all the 
people shall shout with a great 
shout; and the wall of tho oity 
shall fall down flat, and the people 
shall asoend up every man straight 
before him. 

6 And Joshua tho son of Nun oallod 
the priosLs, and Baid unto them, Take 
np the ark of tho oovonant, and let 
seven priests bear seven trumpets of 
ram'B horns hofore the ark of the 
Lord. 

7 And he said unto the people, Pass 
on, and oompass the oity, ana let him 
that is armod pass on before the Ark 
of the Lord. 

B And it oame to pass, when Joshua 
had spoken unto the peoplo, that the 
seven priests hearing the sevon trum¬ 
pets of rams’ horns passed on before 
the Lord, and blew with the trum¬ 
pets ; and the ark of the oovenant of 
the Lord followed thorn. 

0 And the armed men went bofore 
the priestB that blew with the trum¬ 
pets, and tho rearward came after tho 
ark, the priests going on, and blow¬ 
ing with the trumpets. 

10 And Joshua had commanded tho 
people, Baying, Ye shall not shout, 
nor make any noise with yonr voioe, 
neither shall any word proceed ont 


of your mouth, until the day I bid 
you shout; then shall ye shout. 

11 So the ark of the Lord compassed 
the city, going about it once; and 
they came into the camp, and lodged 
in the oamp. 

12 And Joshna rose early in the 
morning, and the priests took Qp the 
ark of the Lord. 

13 And seven priests hearing seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns hefore the 
ark of the Lord went on continually, 
and hlew with the trumpets ; and the 
armed men went before them; but 
the rearward came after the ark of 
tho Lord, the priests going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. 

14 And the second aay they com¬ 
passed the oity onoe, and returned 
into the camp. So they did six days. 

15 And it came to pass on the sev¬ 
enth day, that they rose early about 
the dawning of the day, and oom- 
passed tho city after the same man¬ 
ner seven times; only on that day 
they compassed the city seven times. 

16 And it came to pass at the sev¬ 
enth time, when the priests blew with 
the trumpets, Joshna said unto the 
people, Shout; for the Lord hath 
given you the oity. 

17 And the oity shall be aoonrsed, 
even it, and all that are therein, to 
Lhe Lord; only Rahah the harlot 
shall live, she and all that are with 
hor in the house, hooanse she hid the 
messengers that we sent. 

18 And ye, in any wise keep your¬ 
selves from the accursed thing, lest 
ye make yourselves aooursod, when 
ye take of the accursed thing, and 
make the oamp of Israel*a curse, and 
trouble it. 

19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are oonBe- 
oratod unto the Lord; they shall 
come into the treasury of the Lord. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets; and 
it oame to pass, when the people 
heard the sound of the trnmpot, and 
the people shonted with a great shont, 
that the wall fell down flat, so that 
tho peoplo went np into the oity, 
every man straight hefore him, and 
they took the oity. 

21 And they ntterly destroyed all 
that was in the oity, both man and 
woman, yonng and old, and ox, and 
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■beep, and ass, with the edge of the 
■word. 

22 Bnt Joshua had said unto the 
two men that had spied out the coun¬ 
try, Qo into the harlot’B house, and 
bring out thence the woman, and all 
that she hath, aa ye eware unto 
her. 

23 And the young men that were 
Bpies went in, and brought out Ra- 
hab, and her father, and her mother, 
and her brethren, and all that she 
had; and they brought out all her 
kindred, and left them without the 
eamp of Israel. 

24 And they burnt the city with 
fire, and all that wae therein; only 
the silver, and the gold, and the ves¬ 
sels of brass and of iron, they put 
into the treasury of the house of the 
Lord. 

26 And Joshua saved Rahab the har¬ 
lot alive, and her father's household, 
and all that she had; and she dwell- 
eth in Israel even unto this day; be¬ 
cause she hid the messengers, which 
Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. 

26 And Joshua adjured them at 
that time, saying, Cursed be the man 
before the Lord, that riseth up and 
buildeth this oity Jericho; he shall 
lay the foundation thereof in hiB 
first-born, and in his youngest son 
shall he set up the gateB of it. 

27 So the Lord waB with Joshua; 
and his fame was noised throughout 
all the oountry. 

CHAPTER VTI. 

Tfie hraeliUt rmitten — Joshua't complaint 
God instrueteth him what to do—Aenan it 
taken by the lot and dtrtrvytd, 

UT the children of Israel com¬ 
mitted a trespass in the aoursed 
thing; for Aohan, the son of Carmi, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zer&h, of 
the tribe of Judah, took of the ao- 
oursed thing; and the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

2 And Joshua sent men from Jeri- 
oho to Ai, whioh is beside Beth-aven, 
on the east side of Beth-el, and spake 
nnto them, saying, Qo np and view 
the oountry. And the men went up 
and viewed Ai. 

3 And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all the people 
go np; but let about two or three 
thousand men go up and smite Ai; 


and make not all the people tc labour 
thither; for they are but few. 

4 So there went up thither of the 
people abont three thousand men; 
and they fled before the men of Ai. 

5 And the men of Ai smote of them 
about thirty and six men ; for they 
chased them from before the gate 
even nnto Shebarim, and smote them 
in the going down; wherefore the 
hearts of the people melted, aud be- 
oame as water. 

6 And Joshna rent his clothes, and 
fell to the earth upon his face before 
the ark of tbe Lord until the eventide, 
he and tbe elders of Israel, and put 
dust upon tbeir heads. 

7 And Joshua said, Alas, 0 Lord 
God, wherefore hast thou at all 
brought this people over Jordan, to 
deliver us into the hand of the Amor- 
ites, to destroy ue ? would to God we 
had been content, and dwelt on the 
other side Jordan! 

S 0 Lord, what shall I say, when 
Israel turaeth their books before 
then* enemies! 

9 For the Canaanites and all the 
inhabitants of the land shall hear of 
it, and Bhall environ us round, and 
cut off our name from the earth ; and 
what wilt thou do unto thy great 
name 7 

10 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Get thee up; wherefore liest thou 
thas upon thy face? 

11 Israel hath sinned, and they 
have also transgressed my covenant 
whioh I commanded them ; for they 
have even taken of the accursed thing, 
and have also stolen, and dissembled 
also, and they have pat it even among 
their own stuff. 

12 Therefore the ohildren of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, 
but tnrned their backs before their 
enemies, because they were accursed; 
neither will I be with you any more, 
exoept ye destroy the aooursed from 
among yon. 

13 Up, sanotify the people, and say, 
Sanctify yourselves against to-mor¬ 
row; for thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, There is an aconraed thing in 
the midst of thee, 0 Israel; thou 
oanst not stand before thine enemies, 
until ye take away the aoenrsed thing 
from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye

•hall be brought according to your 
tribes ; and it shall be, that the tribe 
which the Lord taketh shall come 
according to the families thereof; 
and the family which the Lord shall 
take shall come by households; and 
the household which the Lord shall 
take shall come mao by man. 

15 And it shall he, that he that is 
taken with the accursed thing shall 
be burnt with fire, he and all that be 
hath; because he hath transgressed 
the covenant of the Lord, and because 
he hath wrought folly in Israel. 

10 So Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Israel by their 
triboB; and the tribe of Judah was 
taken ; 

IT And he brought the family of 
Judah; and he took the family of 
the Zarhites; and ho brought the 
family of the Zarhites man by man ; 
and Zabdi was taken; 

18 And he brought bis household 
man by man ; and Achan, the bod of 
Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of 
Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, was 
Lakcu. 

19 And Joshua said unto Achan, 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to 
the Lord God of Israel, and make 
confession unto him ; and tell mo now 
what thou hast done; hido it not 
from me. 

20 And Aohan answered Joshua, 
and said, Indeed I have sinned 
against the Lord God of Israel, and 
thus and thus have I done; 

21 Whon I saw among the spoils a 
goodly Babylonish garment, and two 
hundred shekels of silver, and a wedge 
of gold of fifty shekels weight, then I 
coveted them, and took them ; and, 
behold, thoy are hid in the earth in 
the midst of my tont, and the silver 
under it. 

22 So Joshua sent messengers, and 
they ran unto the tont; and, behold, 
it was hid in his tont, and the silver 
under it. 

23 And they took them out of the 
midst of the tent, and brought them 
onto Joshua, and unto all tho children 
of Israel, and laid them out before 
the Lord. 

24 And Joshua, and all Israel with 
him, took Achan the son of Zerah, 
and the silver, and the garment, and 
the wedge of gold, and his sons, and 
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his daughters, and his oxen, and his 
asses, and his sheep, and hie tent, and 
all that he had; and they brought 
them unto the valley of Achor. 

25 And Josbna said, Why hast 
thou troubled us ? the Lord shall 
trouble thee this day. And all Israel 
stoned him with stones, and burned 
them with fire, after they had stoned 
them with stones. 

26 And they raised over him a great 
heap of stones unto this day. Bo the 
Lord turned from the fierceness of 
his anger. Wherefore the name of 
that place was called, The valley of 
Aohor, unto this day. 

CHAPTER VITL 

God encowagtih Joshua — Ai taken — An 

altar built — The law an itona—Bleuingt 

and curgingt. 

ND the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Fear not, neither be thou dis¬ 
mayed ; take all the people of war 
with thee, and arise, go up to Ai; 
see, I have given into thy nand the 
king of Ai, and hie people, and his 
oity, and his land ; 

2 And thou shalt do to Ai and her 
king as thou didst unto Jerioho and 
her king; only the spoil thereof, and 
the oattle thereof, shall ye take for a 
prey unto yourselves; lay thee an 
ambush for the oity behind it. 

3 Bo Joshua arose, and all the people 
of war, to go up against Ai; and 
Joshua chose out thirty thousand 
mighty men of valour, and sent them 
away by night. 

4 And ho commanded them, saying, 
Behold, ye shall lie in wait against 
the city, even behind the oity ; go not 
very far from the oity, but be ye all 
ready; 

5 And I, and all the people that are 
with me, will approach unto the oity ; 
and it shall come to pass, when they 
come out against us, as at the first, 
that wo will flee before them. 

8 (For they will come out after us,) 
till we have drawn them from the 
oity; for they will say, They flee 
before us, as at the first; therefore 
we will flee bofore them. 

T Then ye shall rise op from the 
ambush, and soize upon the oity ; for 
the Lord your God will deliver it into 
your hand. 

8 And it shall he, when ye have 
taken the oity, that ye shall set Ike 
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city on fire; according to the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord shall ye do. 
See, I have commanded yon. 

9 JoBhua therefore Bent them forth; 
and thoy went to tie in ambush ; and 
ahode between Beth-el and Ai, on 
the weBt side of Ai; but Joshua 
lodged that night among tho poople. 

10 And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, And numbered the people, 
and went up, he and the elders of 
Israel, hefore the people to Ai. 

11 And all the people, even the 
people of war that were with him, 
went up, and drew nigh, and came 
hefore the city, and pitched on the 
north side of Ai; now there was a 
valley between them and Ai. 

12 And he took about Gvo thousand 
men, and set them to lie in ambush 
between Beth-el and Ai, on the west 
side of the city. 

13 And when they had set the 
people, even all the host that was on 
the north of the city, and their licrs 
in wait on the west of the city, Joshua 
went that night into the midst of the 
valley. 

14 And it came to pass, when the 
king of Ai saw it, that they hnsted 
and rose up early, and the men of 
the city went out against Iaraol to 
battle, he and all hie people, at a 
time appointed, before the plain; but 
he wist not that there were tiers in 
ambush against him behind the city. 

16 And JoBhua and all Israel made 
as if they were beaten before them, 
and fled hy the way of the wilder¬ 
ness. 

10 And all the people that were in 
Ai were called together to pursue 
after them; and they pursued after 
JoBhua, and were drawn away from 
the city. 

17 And there was not a roan left in 
Ai or Beth-el, that wont not out after 
Israel; and they left the city open, 
and pursued after Israel. 

18 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Stretoh out the spear that is in thy 
hand toward Ai; for I will give it into 
thine hand. And Joshua stretched 
out the spear that he had iu his hand 
toward the oity. 

19 And the ambush arose quiokly 
out of their place, and they ran as 
soon as he nad stretched out his 
hand: and they entered into the 


city, and took it, and hasted and set 
the city on fire. 

20 And when the men of Ai looked 
hehind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended np to 
heaven, and they had no power to 
flee this way or that way ; and the 
people that fled to the wilderness 
turned back upon the pursuers. 

21 And wben Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, 
and slew the men of Ai. 

22 And the other issued out of the 
city against them ; so they were in 
the midst of Israel, some on this side, 
aDd some on that side; and they 
smote them, so that they let none of 
them remain or escape. 

23 And the king of Ai they took 
alive, and brought him to Joshua. 

24 And it camo to pass, when Israel 
had made an end of slaying all the 
inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the 
wilderness wherein they chased them, 
and when they were all fallen on the 
edge of the sword, until they were 
consumed, that all the Israelites re¬ 
turned unto Ai, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword. 

25 And so it was, that all that fell 
that day, both of men and women, 
wore twelve thousand, even all the 
men of Ai. 

20 For Joshua drew not his hand 
bnck, wherewith he stretched ont the 
Bpear, until he had utterly destroyed 
all the inhabitants of Ai. 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil of 
that oity Israol took for a prey unto 
thcmsolves, according unto tho word 
of the Lord which he commanded 
Joshua. 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai, and made 
it a heap for ever, even a desolation 
unto this day. 

29 And tho king of Ai he hanged 
on a troe until eventide ; and as soon 
as the suu was down, Joshua com¬ 
manded that they should take his 
carcass down from the troe, and cast 
it at the entering of the gate of the 
city, and raise thereon a great heap 
of stones, that remaineth unto this 
day. 

30 Thon Joshua built an altar unto 
tho Lord God of Israel in mount Ebal, 

31 As Moses the servant of the 
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Lord commanded the children of 
Israel, hb it ifl written in tho book of 
the law of Moacs, an altar of whole 
atones, over which no man hath lifted 
ap any iron ; and they offered there¬ 
on burnt offerings unto tho Lord, and 
sacrificed neaco offerings. 

32 And ue wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Moaca, 
which he wroto in the presence of 
the children of Israel. 

33 And all Israel, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, stood 
on this side the ark and on that side 
before the priestB the Lcvites, which 
bare the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord, as well the etraDger, as be that 
was born among them; half of them 
over against mount Gorizim, and half 
of them over against mount Ebal; as 
Mosos the servant of the Lord had 
commanded before, that they should 
bless tho people of Israol. 

34 And afterward he read all tho 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is writ¬ 
ten in tho book of tho law. 

35 Thcro was not a word of all that 
Moses commanded, which Joshua 
read not before all tho congregation 
of Israel, with the women, and the 
little ones, and the strangors that 
wore conversant among thorn. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The kings combine against JwraA — The Oi- 

be/mite, s condemned to perpetual bandage. 
ND it came to pass, whon all the 
kings which were on this side 
Jordan, in the hills, and in the val¬ 
leys, and in all the ooasts of the 
great sea over against Lebanon, the 
Ilittile, and the Amorite, the Ca- 
naanite, the Perizzito, the Ilivite, 
and tho JehuBile, heard thereof; 

2 That they gathered thomselves 
together; to fight with Joshua and 
with Israel, with one aooord. 

3 And whon the inhabitants of Gi- 
beon heard what Joshua had done 
onto Jerioho and to Ai, 

4 They did work wilily, and went 
and made as if they had been ambas¬ 
sadors, and took old sacks upon their 
asses, and wine bottles, old, and rent, 
and bound up; 

5 And old shoos and clouted upon 

their feet, and old garments upon 
them ; and all the bread of their pro¬ 
vision was dry and mouldy. t 


201 

6 And they went to Joshua unto 
tho camp at Gilgal, and said unto 
him, and to the men of Israel, We be 
come from a far country; now there¬ 
fore make ye a league with us. 

7 And tho men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall we make a 
league with you ? 

8 And they said unto Joshua, We 
are thy servants. And Joshua said 
unto them, Who are ye? and from 
whence come ye ? 

0 And they said unto him, From a 
very far country thy servants are 
come, bccauso of the name of the 
Lord thy God; for we have heard 
the fame of him, and all that he did 
in Egypt, 

10 And all that he did to the two 
kings of the Amorites, that were be¬ 
yond Jordan, to Sihon king of flesh- 
bon, and to Og king of Bashan, which 
was at Ashtaroth. 

11 Wherefore our elders and all the 
inhabitants of our country spake to 
us, saying, Tako victuals with you 
for the journey, and go to meet them, 
and say unto thorn, We are your ser¬ 
vants ; therefore now make ye a 
league with us. 

12 This our bread we took hot for 
our provision out of our houses on the 
day we came forth to go unto yon; 
but now, behold, it Is dry, and it is 
mouldy; 

13 And these bottles of wine, which 
we filled, were new; and, behold, 
they ho rent; and these our garments 
and our shoes are beoome old by 
reason of the very long journey. 

14 And the men took of their vio~ 
tuals, and asked not oounsel at the 
mouth of the Lord. 

15 And Joshua made peace with 
them, and make a league with them, 
to let them live; and the prinoes of 
the oongregation aware unto them. 

16 And it oame to pass at the end 
of three days after they had made a 
loague with them, that they heard 
that they were their neighbours, and 
that they dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Israel jour¬ 
neyed, and oame unto their oities on 
the third day. Now their oities were 
Gibeon, and Chepbirah, and Beeroth, 
and Kirjath-jeanm. 

\ 18 And the ohildren of Israel smoti 
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them not, because the princes of the 
congregation had Bworn unto them 
by the Lord God of Israel. And all 
the congregation murmured against 
the princes. 

10 But all the princes said unto all 
the congregation, We have sworn 
unto them by the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael ; now therefore we may not 
touch them. 

20 This wo will do to them; we will 
even let them live, lest wrath be 
upon us, because of the oath which 
wo sware unto them. 

21 And the princes said unto them, 
Let them live; but let tbem be hew¬ 
ers of wood and drawers of water 
unto all the congregation; as the 
prince? had promised them. 

22 And Joshua called for them, and 
he spake unto them, saying, Where¬ 
fore have ye beguiled us, saying, We 
are very far from you; when ye dwell 
among us? 

23 Now therefore ye are cursed, and 
there shall none of you be freed from 
being bondmen, and hewers of wood 
and drawers of water for the house 
of my God. 

24 And they answered Joshua, and 
said, Because it was certainly told thy 
servants, how that the Lord thy God 
commanded his servant Moses to give 
you all the land, and to destroy all 
the inhabitants of the land from be¬ 
fore you, therefore we were sore afraid 
of our lives because of you, and have 
done this thing. 

25 And now, behold, we are in thine 
hand; as it seemeth good and right 
unto thee to do unto us, do. 

26 And so did he unto them, and 
delivered them out of the hand of 
the children of Israel, that they slew 
thorn not. 

27 And JoBhna made them that day 
hewers of wood and drawers of water 
for the congregation, and for the altar 
of the Lord, even unto this day, in the 
place which he should ohooee. 

CHAPTER X. 

War against Gibeon—Joshua rcscueth it — 
Gad lightfth against than—The sun and 
moan stand still. 

OW it came to pass, when Adoni- 
cedek king of Jerusalem had 
heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and 
had utterly destroyed it; as he had 
dona to Jerioho and her king, so he 


had done to Ai and her king; and how 
the inhabitants of Gibeon had made 
peace with Israel, and were among 
them; 

2 That they feared greatly, because 
Gibeon was a great city, as one of the 
royal cities, and because it was greater 
than Ai, and all the men thereof were 
mighty. 

3 Wherefore Adoni-zedek king of 
Jerusalem sent onto Hoham king of 
Hebron, and unto Piram king of Jar- 
muth, and onto Japhia king of La- 
chish, and onto Debir king of Eglon 
saying, 

4 Come np unto me, and help me, 
that we may smite Gibeon ; for it hath 
made peace with Joshua and with the 
children of Israel. 

5 Therefore the five kings of tbe 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth. 
tbe king of Lochish, the king of Eg¬ 
lon, gathered themselves together, and 
went up, they and all their hosts, and 
encamped before Gibeon, and made 
war against it. 

6 And the men of Gibeon sent unto 
Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, saying, 
Slack not tby hand from thy servants; 
come up to us quickly, and save us, 
and help us; for all the kings of the 
Amorites that dwell in the mountains 
are gathered together against us. 

7 So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, 
he, and all the people of war with him, 
and all tho mighty men of valour. 

8 And the Lord said onto Joshua, 
Fear them not; for I have delivered 
thorn into thine hand ; there shall not 
a man of them stand before thee. 

9 Joshua therefore oame unto them 
suddenly, aod went up from Gilgal 
all night. 

10 And the Lord discomfited them 
before Israel, and slew them' with a 
great slaughter at Gibeon, and ohased 
them along the way that goeth np 
to Beth-horon, and smote them to 
Azekah, and unto Makkedah. 

11 And it oame to pass, as they fled 
from before Israel, and were in the 
going down to Beth-horon, that the 
Lord oast down great stones from 
heayen upon them unto Azekah, and 
they died; they were moro whioh died 
with hailstones than they whom the 
ohildren of Israel slew with the sword. 

12 Then spake Joshna to the Lord 
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in the day when the Lord delivered 
uji tbu Ainoritca before tho children 
of Israel, and he said in the sight of 
Israel, Sun, stand thou still upon 
Gibeon; nod thou, Moon, in the valley 
of Ajulon. 

13 And the bud stood still, and the 
moon stayed, uDtil the people hAd 
avenged themselves npon their ene¬ 
mies. Is not this written in the book 
of Jashor? So the sun stood still in 
the midst of heaven, and hasted not 
to go down ahout a whole day. 

14 And there was no day like that 
befbre it or after it, that the Lord 
hearkened unto tho voice of a man; 
for the Lord fought for Israel. 

15 And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the oamp to 
Gilgal. 

19 Bat those five kings fled, and hid 
themselves in a cave at Makkedah. 

17 And it was told Joshua, saying, 
The five kings are found hid in a cavo 
at Makkedah. 

18 And Joshua said. Roll great stones 
upon the mouth of the oave, and set 
men by it for to keep them; 

19 And stay ye not, but pursue after 
your euomies, and smite the hindmost 
of thorn ; suffer them not to onlcr into 
their cities; for tho Lord your God 
hath delivered them into your hand. 
'20 And it came to pass, when Joshua 
and the children of Israel had made 
an end of slaying them with a very 
great slaughter, till they were con¬ 
sumed, that tho rest which remained 
of thorn entered into fencod cities. 

21 And all tho people returned to 
the camp to Joshua at Makkodah in 
peaoo; none moved his tongue against 
any of tho children of Israel. 

22 Thon said Joshua, Open the mouth 
of the oavo, aud bring out those five 
kings unto mo out of the oave. 

23 And thoy did so, and brought forth 
those five kings unto him out of the 
oave, the king of Jerusalem, tho king 
of Ilebron, the king of Jarmuth, the 
king of Lachish, and the king of 
Bglcn. 

24 And it came to pass, when thoy 
brought out those kings unto Joshua, 
that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of 
the men of war which went with him, 
Come near, put your feet upon the 
nooks of these kings. And they oarne 


near, and put their feet upon the 
necks of them. 

25 And Joshua said unto them, Fear 
not, nor be dismayed, be strong and 
of good courage; for thus shall the 
Lord do to all your enemies against 
whom ye fight. 

29 And afterward Joshua smote 
them, and slew them, and hanged 
them on five trees; and thoy were 
hanging upon the trees until the even¬ 
ing. 

27 And it came to pass at the time 
of the going down of tho sun, that 
Joshua commanded, and they took 
them down off tho trees, and caBt 
them into the cave wherein they had 
been hid, and laid great stones in the 
cave's mouth, which remain until this 
very day. 

28 And that day Joshua took Mak¬ 
kedah, and smote it with the edge of 
the sword, and the king thereof he 
utterly destroyed, them, and all the 
souls that were therein; he let none 
remain; and he did to the king of 
Makkedah as he did unto the king 
of Jericho. 

29 Then Joshna passed from Mak¬ 
kedah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Libnah, and fought against Libnah; 

30 And the Lord delivered it also, 
and the king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel; and he smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls 
that were therein; he let none remain 
in it; but did unto the king thereof 
as he did unto the king of Jerioho. 

31 And Joshua passed from Libnah, 
and all Israel witn him, unto Lachish, 
aod encamped against it, and fought 
against it; 

32 And the Lord delivered Laohlsh 
into the hand of Israel, whioh took it 
on the second day, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and all the 
souls that were therein, according to 
all that he had done to Libnah. 

33 Then Horam king of Geier oame 
up to help Lachish; and JoBhua smote 
him and his people, until he had left 
him none remaining. 

34 And from Lachish Joshua passed 
unto Eglon, and all Israel with him; 
and thoy encamped against it, and 
fought against it; 

35 And they took It on that day, 
and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and all the souls that were 
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therein ho utterly destroyed that day, 
according to all that ho had done to 
Lachish. 

36 And Joehua went up from Kg- 
Iod, and all Israel with him, unto 
Hehron ; and they fought against it; 

37 And they took it, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and the 
king thereof, and all the oitics there¬ 
of, and all the souls that were there¬ 
in j he left none remaining, according 
to all that he had done to Eglon ; hut 
destroyed it utterly, and all the souls 
that were therein. 

38 And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, to Debir; and fought 
against it; 

39 And he took it, and tho king 
thereof, and all the cities thereof; 
and they smolo them with the edge 
of the sword, and utterly destroyed 
all the souls that were therein : be 
left none remaining; as he had done 
to Hebron, so he did to Dehir, and 
to the king thereof; as ho had done 
also to Libnah, and to her king. 

40 So Joshua smoto all the country 
of the hills, and of the south, and 
of the vale, and of the springs, and 
all their kings ; he left none remain¬ 
ing, but uttorly destroyed all that 
hreathed, as tho Lord God of Israel 
commanded. 

41 And Joshua smoto them from 
Eadesh-harnea even unto Gaza, and 
all the country of Goshen, even unto 
Gibeon. 

42 And all these kings and their 
land did Joshua take at one time, 
because the Lord God of Israel 
fought for Israel. 

43 And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the oamp to 
Gilgal. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Divert Unfit overcame—Bator ur taken and 

burnt — A U the country taken by Joshua — 
The JnaJcim cut off. 

ND it eame to pass, when Jabin 
king of Hazor had heard those 
things, that he sent to Jobab king of 
M&don, and to the king of Shimron, 
and to the king of Achshaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountains, and of the 
plains south of Chinneroth, and in 
the valley, and In the borders of Dor 
on the west, 

I And to the Cana&nite on the east 


and on the west, and to the Amorite, 
and the Hittite, and the Pericxite, 
and the Jchusite in the mountains, 
and to the Hivite under Hermou in 
the land of Mizpch. 

4 And they went out, they and all 
their hosts with them, muoh people, 
even as the sand that is upon the 
sea-shore in multitude, with horsei 
and chariots very many. 

5 And when all theso kings were 
met together, they came and pitched 
together at the waters of Merom, to 
fight against Israel. 

6 And the Lord said unto Joshua, 
Be not afraid because of them; for 
to-morrow about this time will I de¬ 
liver them up all slain before Israel; 
thou shall hough their horses, and 
burn their chariots with fire. 

7 So Joshua came, and all the peo¬ 
ple of war with him, against them by 
the waters of Merom suddenly; and 
they fell upon them. 

8 And the Lord delivered them 
into the hand of Israel, who smote 
them, and chased them unto great 
Zidon, and unto Misrcphoth-maim, 
and unto the valley of Mizpeh east¬ 
ward ; and they smote them, until 
they loft them none remaining. 

8 And Joshua did unto them ac 
tho Lord bade him ; he houghed their 
horses, and burnt their chariots with 
fire. 

10 And Joshua at that time turned 
back, and took Hazor, and smote the 
king thereof with the sword; for 
Hazor beforetime was the head of all 
those kingdoms. 

11 And they smote all the souls 
that were therein with the edge of 
the sword, utterly destroying them; 
there was not any left to breathe; 
and he burnt Hazor with fire. 

12 And all the cities of those kings, 
and all the kings of them, did Joshua 
take, and smote them with the edge 
of the sword, and ho utterly destroy¬ 
ed them, as Moses the servant of the 
Lord oommanded. 

13 But as for the oities that stood 
still in their strength, Israel burned 
none of thorn, save Hazor only; that 
did Joshua burn. 

14 And all the spoil of these cities, 
and the oattle, the children of Israel 
took for a prey unto themselves; but 
every man they smote with the edm» 
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of the sword, until they had de¬ 
stroyed them, neither left they any to 
breathe. 

16 As the Lord commanded Mo¬ 
ses his servant, so did Moses com¬ 
mand Joshua, and so did Joshua; he 
left nothing undone of all tbat the 
Lord commanded Moses. 

16 Bo Joshua took all that land, the 
hills, and all the south country, and 
all the land of Goshen, and tho val¬ 
ley, and the plain, and the mountain 
of Israel, and the valley of the same ; 

17 Even from the mount Halak, 
that goeth up to Scir, even unto 
Baal-gad in the valley of Lebanon 
under mount Hermon ; and all their 
kings he took, and smote them, and 
slew them. 

16 Joshua mado war a long time 
with all those kings. 

19 There was not a city tbat made 
peaoe with the children of Israel, 
save the Hivitcs the inhabitants of 
Gibcon; all other they took in battle. 

20 For it was of the Lord to de¬ 
stroy them utterly, because they 
hardened their hcartB, that they 
should como against Israel in battle; 
that they might have no favour, that 
they might destroy them in battle, as 
the Lord commanded Moses. 

21 And at that time oame Joshua, 
and cut off the Anakim from the 
mountains, from Hebron, from Debir, 
from Anab, and from all the moun¬ 
tains of Judah, and from all the 
mountains of Ieraol; Joshua destroy¬ 
ed them utterly with their oitics. 

22 Thero was nono of the Auakim 
loft in the land of the ohildrcn of Is¬ 
rael ; only in Gaia, in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, thero remained. 

23 Bo Joshaa took the whole land, 
aooording to all that the Lord said 
unto Moses; and Joshua gave it for 
an inheritance unto Israel aooording 
to their divisions by their tribes. 
And the land rested from war. 

CHAPTER XII. 

The tioo kings taken by Mnset—The one and 
thirty kings which Joshua mote. 

OW these are tho kings of the 
land, wbioh the children of Is¬ 
rael smoto, and possessed their land 
on the other side Jordan toward tho 
rising of tho bud, from tho river Ar- 
non unto mount Ilermon, and all the 
plain on the east; 
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2 Sihon king of the Amorites, whs 
dwelt in Heshbon, and ruled from 
Arocr, which is upon the bank of the 
river Arnon, and from the middle of 
tho river, and from half Gilead, even 
unto the river Jabbok, which is the 
border of the children of Ammon ; 

3 And from the plain to the bcs of 
Chinncroth ou the cast, and unto the 
sea of the plaiD, even the salt sea on 
the east, the way to Beth-jcshimoth ; 
and from tho south, under Ashdoth- 
pisgah ; 

4 And the coast of Og king of 
Baehan, which was of the remnant 
of the giants, that dwelt at Ashta- 
roth and at Edrei, 

6 And reigned in mount Hermon, 
and in Salcah, and in all Baahan, 
unto the border of the Geshnrites and 
the Maachathites, and half Gilead, 
the border of Sihon king of Heshbon. 

6 Them did Moses the servant of 
the Lord and tho children of Israel 
smite; and Moses the servant of the 
Lord gave it for a possession unto the 
Rcubcnites, and the Gaditcs, and the 
half tribe of Manassch ; 

7 And these are the kings of the 
country which Joshua and the chil¬ 
dren of Israel smote on this side Jor¬ 
dan on the west, from Baal-gad in 
the valley of Lebanon even unto the 
mount Halak, that goeth up to Seir; 
which Joshua gave unto the tribes of 
Israel for a possession according to 
their divisions; 

8 In the mountains, and in the val¬ 
leys, and in the plains, and in the 
springs, and in the wilderness, and in 
the south country; the Hittites, the 
Amorite9, and the Canaanites, the 
Pcrizzitcs, the Hivites, and the Jebn- 
sites; 

9 The king of Joricho, one; the 
king of Ai, which is beside Beth-el, 
one; 

10 The king of Jerusalem, one; the 
king of Hebron, one; 

11 Tho king of Jarmnth, one; the 
king of Laohish, one ; 

12 The king of Eglon,one; the king 
of Gczcr one; 

13 The king of Debir, one ; the king 
of Coder, one; 

14 Tho king of normah, one; the 
king of Arad, one; 

15 The king of Libnab, one; the 
king of Adullnm, one ; 
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16 The king of Mnkkedah, one; 
the king of Bethel, one ; 

17 The king of Tappuah, one; the 
king of Ilepher, one ; 

IS The king of Aphck,one; the king 
of Lasbaron, one. 

19 The king of Madon, ono; the 
king of Hazor, one ; 

20 The king of Shimron-raeron, one; 
the king of Achshaph, one; 

21 The king of Taanach, one; the 
king of Megiddo, one; 

22 The king of Kedesh, one; tho 
king of Jokneam of Carmel, one ; 

23 The king of Dor in the coast of 
Dor, one; the king of the nations of 
Qilgal one; 

24 The king of Tirzah, one; all the 
kings thirty and one. 

CHAPTER XI1L 

The bounds of the lands nol yd conquered— The 
inheritance of the tribes—Balaam slain. 
OW Joshua was old and stricken 
in years ; and the Lord said unto 
him. Thou art old and stricken in 
years, and there remaineth yet very 
much land to be possessed. 

2 This is the land that yet remain¬ 
eth; all the borders of the Philistines, 
and all Gcshuri, 

3 From Sihor, which is before Egypt, 
even unto the borders of Ekron north¬ 
ward, whioh is counted to the Canaan- 
ite; five lords of the Philistines; the 
Qaz&lhites, and the Ashdothites, tho 
Eshkalonites, the Gitites, and the 
Ekronilcs ; also the Avites; 

4 From the south, all the land of 
the Canaanites, and Mearah that is 
beside the Sidonians, unto Aphek, to 
the horders of the Amorites ; 

5 And the land of the Giblitos, and 
all Lebanon toward the sun-rising, 
from Boal-gad under mount llermon 
unto the entering into llamath. 

6 All the inhabitants of the hill 
country from Lebanon unto Misre- 
phoLh-maim, and all the Sidonians, 
them will 1 drive out before the chil¬ 
dren of Israel; only divide thou it by 
lot unto the Israelites for an inherit¬ 
ance, as I have commanded tbee. 

7 Now therefore divide this laud for 
an inheritance unto the nine tribes, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, 

8 WiLh whom iho Reubenites and 
the Gadites have reocived their in¬ 
heritance, which Moses gave them, 
beyond Jordan eastward, even as 


Moses the servant of the Lord gave 
them ; 

9 From Aroer, that is upon the 
bank of the river Arnon, and the 
city that is in the midst of the river, 
and all the plain of Mcdcba onto 
Dihon ; 

10 And all the cities of Sihon king 
of the Amorites, which reigned in 
Ilcshbon, unto the border of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon: 

11 And Gilead, and the border of 
the Gesburites and Maachathitei, 
and all mtiunt llermon, and all 
Bashun unto Salcah; 

12 All the kingdom of Ogin Bashan, 
which reigned in Ashtaroth and in 
Edrei, who remained of the remnant 
of the giants; for these did Moses 
smite, and cast them out. 

13 Nevertheless the children of 
Israel expelled not the Geshurites, 
nor the Maachalhites; but the 
Gcshurites and the Maachathites 
dwell among the Israelites until this 
day. 

14 Only unto the tribe of Levi be 
gave none inheritance: the sacrifices 
of the Lord God of Israel made hv 
fire are their inheritance, as he said 
unto them. 

15 And Moses gave unto the trihe 
of the children of Reuben inheritance 
according to their families. 

16 And their coast was from Aroei, 
that is on the hank of the river Ar¬ 
non, and the city that is in the mid9l 
of tho river, and all the plain by 
Medcba; 

17 Ileshhon, and all her cities that 
are in the plain ; Dibon, and Bamoth- 
haal, and Betb-baal-meon, 

18 And Jabaza, and Kcdemoth, and 
Mephaath, 

19 And Kirjathaim, and Sihmah, 
and Zareth-shahar in the mount of 
the valley, 

20 Ami Beth-peor, and Asbdoth- 
pisgab, and Bcth-jcshimoth, 

21 And all the cities of (be plaiL, 
and all tho kingdom of Sihon king 
of the Amorites, which reigned in 
lleshbon, whom Moses smote with 
tho princes of Midian, Evi, and 
Rekcui, and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, 
which were dukes of Sihon, dwelling 
in tho country. 

22 Balaam also the son of Beor, the 
soothsayer, did the ohildren of Israel 
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slay with the a word among them that 
were slftiu by them. 

23 And the border of the children 
of llcuben w:i? Jordan, and the bor¬ 
der thereof. This was the inherit¬ 
ance of the children of Reubcu alter 
their families, the cities and the vil¬ 
lages thereof. 

24 And Moses gave inheritanoe 
onto the Iribe of Gad, even unto the 
children of Gad, according to their 
families. 

25 And their coast was Jazer, and 
all the cities of Gilead, and half the 
land of the children of Ammon, unto 
Arocr that is before Rabbah ; 

26 And from Itoshbon unto Ramath- 
mizpch, and Dctonim ; and from Mn- 
hnnaitn unto tiio border of Dcbir; 

27 And in the valley, Roth-aram, 
and Bclh-nimrah, and Succoth, and 
Zaplion, the rest of tbo kingdom of 
Sihou king of Ilcshhon, Jordan and 
his border, even unto the edge of the 
sea of Chinncrcth on tho othor side 
Jordan oastward. 

28 This is the inheritance of tho 
children of Gad after their families, 
the cities, and their villages, 

29 And Mosos gave inheritance unto 
the half tribe of Mnnasscb ; and this 
was the possession of the half tribe 
of tho children of Manasseh by their 
familios. 

30 And thoir coast was from Ma- 
h an aim, all Oashan, nil the kingdom 
of Og king of Uashan, and all tho 
towns of Jair, which are in Bashao, 
three-soore oities; 

31 And half Giload, and Ashtaroth, 
and Edrci, oities of tho kingdom of 
Og in Bashan, were pertaining unto 
the ohildren of Maohir tho son of 
Manasseh, even to tho one half of 
the ohildren of Maohir by their 
families. 

32 Those are tho countries which 
Mosos did distribute for inheritance 
in the plains of Moab, on the other 
side Jordan, by Jericho, eastward. 

33 But unto tho tribo of Levi Moses 
gavo not any inhoritanco; the Lord 
God of Israel was thoir inheritance, 
as he said unto them. 

C11APTKR XIV, 

1%t nine tribal ami a half to have, their in¬ 
heritance. by lot—Caleb vbtaineth Htlmm. 
ND these are the countries which 
tho ohildren of Israel inherited 
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in the land of Canaan, which Eleas&r 
the priest, and Joshua the son of 
Nun, and the heads of tho fathers of 
the tribes of the children of Israel, 
distributed for inheritance to them. 

2 By lot was their inheritance, as 
the Lord commanded by the hand of 
Moses, for the nine tribes, aud for 
the half tribe. 

3 For Moses had given the inherit¬ 
ance of two tribes and a half tribe on 
the other side Jordan ; but unto the 
Lcvitcs he gave none inheritance 
among them. 

4 For the children of Joseph were 
two tribes, Manasseh and Ephraiiu; 
therefore they gave no part unto the 
Lcvitcs in the land, save cities to 
dwell in, with their suburbs for their 
cattle and for their substance. 

5 As the Lord commanded Moses, 
ho the children of Israel did, and they 
divided the land. 

6 Then the ohildren of Judah came 
unto Joshua in Gilgal; and Caleb 
the son of Jcphunneh the Kcnezite 
said unto him, Thou knowest the 
thing that the Lord said unto Mosos 
tho man of God concerning mo and 
thcc in Kadesh-barnea. 

7 Forty years old was I when Mosos 
the servant of the Lord sent mo from 
Kadosh-harnoa to espy out the laud; 
and I brought him word again as it 
was in mine heart. 

8 Nevertheless my brethren llml 
went up with mo made the heart of 
tho peoplo melt; hut I wholly followed 
the Lord my God. 

9 And Moses sware on that day, 
saying, Surely the land whereon thy 
feet have trodden shall be thine in¬ 
heritance, and thy children's forever, 
because thou hast wholly followed 
tho Lord my God. 

It) And now, hohold, the Lord hath 
kept me alive, as ho said, theso forty 
and five yoars, even since the Lord 
spake this word unto Mosos, while 
the ohildren of Israel wandered in 
the wildornoss; and now, lo, I am 
this day four-score and five years 
old. 

11 As yet I am as strong this day 
A9 I was in the day that Moses sent 
mo; as my strength was then, even 
so is my strength now, for war, both 
to go out, and to oorno in. 

12 Now therefore give me this 
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mountain, whereof the Lord spake in 
that day ; for thou heardest in that 
day how the Anakim were there, and 
that the cities were greataod fenced; 
if so bo the Lord will he with me, 
then I Bhall bo able to drive them 
out, as the Lord said. 

13 And Joshua blessed him, and 
gave unto Caleb the eon of Jephunnch 
Hebron for an inheritance. 

14 Ilebron therefore became the 
inheritance of Caleb the son of 
Jephunnch the Kenezite unto this 
day ; because that he wholly followed 
the Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the name of Ilebron before 
was Kirjath-arbA; which Arba was a 
great man among the Anakim. And 
the land had rest from war. 

CHAPTER XV. 

77 it borders of the lot of Judah — Caleb's 
portion—The cities of Judah. 

IIIS then was the lot of the tribe 
of the children of Judah by their 
families ; even to the border of Edom 
the wilderness of Zin southward was 
the uttermost part of the south 
coast. 

2 And their south border was from 
the shore of the salt sea, from the 
hay that lookelh southward ; 

3 And it went out to the south side 
to Maaleh-acrabbim, and passed along 
to Zin, and ascended up on the south 
side unto Kadesh-harnca, and passed 
along to Hezron, and went up to Adar, 
and fetched a oompaaa to Karkaa; 

4 From thence it paaaed toward 
Azmon, and went out unto the river 
of Egypt; and the goings out of that 
coast were at the sea ; this shall be 
your south coast. 

5 And the cotit border was the salt 
sea, even unto the end of Jordan. 
And their border in the north quarter 
was from the bay of the sea at the 
uttermost part of Jordan ; 

0 And the border went up to Beth- 
hogla, and passed along by the north 
of Both-arabah ; and the border went 
up to the stone of Bohan the son of 
Reuhen; 

7 And the border wont up toward 
Debir from the valley of Achor, and 
so northward, looking towArd Gilgal, 
that is before the going up to Adum- 
mim, whioh is on the south side of 
the river; and the border passed 
toward the waters of En-shemesh, 


and the goings out thereof were at 
En-rogel; 

8 And the border went up by the 
valley of the son of Hinnom unto the 
south side of the Jebusile; the same 
is Jerusalem ; and the border went 
up to the top of the mountain that 
lieth before the valley of Hinnom 
westward, which is at the end of the 
valley of the giants northward; 

9 And the hordcr was drawn fnm 
the top of the bill unto the fountain 
of the water of Ncphtoah, and went 
out to the cities of mount EphroD ; 
and the border wa9 drawn to Baalah, 
which is Kirjath-jearim ; 

10 And the border compassed from 
Baalah westward unto mount Seir, 
and passed along unto the side of 
mount Jcarim, which is Chesalon, on 
the north side, and went down to 
Beth-shemesh, and passed on to 
Timnah; 

11 And the border went out onto 
the side of Ekron northward; and 
Ihc-border was drawn to Shicron, and 
passed along to mount Baalah, and 
went out unto Jabnecl ; and the 
goings out of the border were at the 
sea. 

12 And the west border was to the 
great sea, and the coast thereof. This 
is the coast of the children of Judah 
round about according to their 
families. 

13 And unto Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh he gave a part among the 
children of Judah, according to the 
commandment of the Lord to Joshua, 
even the city of Arba the father of 
Anak, which city is Hebron. 

14 And Caleb drove thence the 
three sons of Anak, Sheshai, and 
Ahiman, and Tnlinai, the children 
of Anak. 

15 And he went up thence to the 
inhabitants of Debir ; and the name 
of Debir before was Kirjath-9epher. 

16 And Caleb 9aid, He that smiteth 
Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter to 
wife. 

17 And Othniel the son of Kenac, 
the brothor of Caleb, took it; and he 
gavo him Aoh9ah his daughter to 
wife. 

19 And it came to pass, as she oame 
unto him, that she moved him to ask 
of her father a Geld ; and she lighted 
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off her ms ; and Caleb said unto her, 
What wouldest thou? 

19 Who answered, Give me a bless¬ 
ing; for thou hast given me a Bouth 
land; give mo also springs of water. 
And he gave her the upper springs, 
and the nether springs. 

20 This is the inheritance of tho 
tribe of the children of Judah 
according to their families. 

21 And the uttermost cities of tho 
tribe of the children of Judah toward 
the coast of Edom southward were 
Eabzecl, and Eder, and Jagur, 

22 And Kinah, and Diinonah, and 
Adadah, 

23 And ICedesh, and Hazor, and 
Ithnan, 

24 Ziph, and Tclcm, and Bealoth, 

25 And Hazor, Iladnttah, and Ko- 
rioth, and Hezron, which is Hazor, 

26 Amutn, aud Shoma, and Mola- 
dah, 

27 And Ilazar-gaddah, and Ilesh- 
mon, and Beth-palct, 

28 And llazar-shual, and Bccr- 
shoba, and Bizjothjah, 

29 Bnalah, and Iim, and Azem, 

30 And Eltolad, and Cbesil, and 
Hormah, 

31 And Ziklag, and Madmannab, 
and SanHannah, 

32 And Lebaoth, and Shilbim, and 
Ain, and Rimmon ; all the cities are 
twenty and nine, with their villages; 

33 And in Lho valley, Eshtaol, and 
Zorcah, and Ashnah, 

34 And Zanooh, and En-ganuim, 
Tappuah, and Enam, 

35 Jarmiilh, and Adullam, Socoh, 
and Azcltah, 

36 And Sharuiin, and Adithaim, and 
(Icdorah, and Goderothaim ; fourteen 
cities with their villages; 

37 Zonan, and Hadashah, and Mig- 
dnl-gad, 

38 And Dilcun, and Mizpeh, and 
Jokthcul, 

30 Laohish, and Bozkath, and 
Eglon, 

40 And Cahhon, and Lahmam, and 
Kitblish, 

41 And Gederolh, Bcth-dagon, and 
Naamah, and Makkodah; sixteen 
oitios with their villagos; 

42 Libuah, and Ether, and Ashan, 

43 And Jiphtuh, and Ashnah, and 
Nesib, 

44 And Kelluh, and Achzib, and I 
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Mareshah; nine cities with their 
villages ; 

45 Ekron, with her towns and her 
villages; 

46 From Ekron even unto the sea, 
all that lay near Ashdod, with their 
villages; 

47 Ashdod, with her towns and her 
villages; Gaza, with her towns and 
her villages, unto the river of Egypt, 
and the great sea, and tho horaer 
thereof; 

48 And in the mountains, Shamir, 
and Jattir, and Socoh, 

49 And Dannah, and Kirjath-ean- 
nab, which is Dcbir, 

50 Aud Anab, and Eshtemoh, and 
Anim, 

51 And Goshen, and llolon, and 
Giloh ; eleven cities with their vil¬ 
lages ; 

52 Arab and Dumah, and Eshean, 

53 And Janum, and Beth-tappuah, 
and Aphckah, 

54 And Humt&h, and Kirjath-arba, 
which is Hobron and Zior; nine cities 
with thoir villages; 

55 Maon, Carmel, and Ziph, and 
Juttnh, 

56 And Jezreel, and Jokdeam, and 
Zanoah, 

57 Cain, Gibcah, and Timnah; ten 
cities with thoir villages; 

68 Halhul, Beth-zur, and Gedor, 

59 And Maarath, and Belh-anoth, 
and Eltekon ; six cities with their 
villages; 

60 Kirjath-haal, which is Kirjath- 
joarim, and Rabbuh ; two cities with 
their villages; 

61 In tho wilderness, Bclh-arabab, 
Middin, and Sccacah, 

62 And Nihshan, and the city of 
Salt, and Eu-gedi; six cities with 
thoir villages. 

63 As for tho Jebusitcs lho inha¬ 
bitants of Jerusalem, the children of 
Judah could not drive them out; hut 
the Jobusitos dwell with tho chil¬ 
dren of Judah at Jerusalem unto this 
day. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Tht general borders of the tons of Joseph. 
ND the lot of tho children of Jo¬ 
seph fell from Jordan by Jericho, 
unto the wator of Jericho on the cast, 
to tho wilderness that goolh up from 
Jericho throughout mount Bctn-el, 

2 And goeth out from Botb-el to 
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Las, and paseeth along onto the bor¬ 
der! of Archi to Ataroth, 

3 And goeth down westward to the 
coast of Japhlcti, unto the coast of 
Beth-horon, the nother, and to Oczer; 
and tho goings out thereof arc at the 
sea. 

4 So the children of JoBcph, Ma- 
nasseh and Ephraim, took their in¬ 
heritance. 

5 And the border of the children 
of Ephraim according to their fami¬ 
lies was thus; even the border of 
their inheritance on the east side waB 
Ataroth-addar, unto Beth-horon the 
upper; 

6 And the border went out toward 
the sea to Miohmethah on the north 
Bide; and the border went about east¬ 
ward unto Toanath-shiloh, and passed 
by it on tho east to Janohah ; 

7 And it went down from Janohah 
to Ataroth, and to Naarath, and 
came to Jericho, and went ont at 
Jordan. 

8 The border went out from Tap- 
puah westward nnto Lhe river Kanan; 
and the goings out thereof were at 
the sea. This is the inheritance of 
tho tribe of the children of Ephraim 
by their families. 

0 And the separate cities for the 
ohildren of Ephraim were among the 
inheritance of the children of Ma- 
nasseh, all tho cities with their vil¬ 
lages. 

10 And they drove not out the Ca- 
naanites that dwelt in Qezer; but the 
Canaanites dwell among the Ephraim- 
ites unto this day, and Berve unto 
tribute. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

The lot of Manaxsth—The Oamianilei not 
driven out 

HERE was also a lot for the tribe 
of Manasseh; for he was the first¬ 
born of Joseph; to wit, for Machir 
the first-born of Manasseh, the father 
of Gilead; because he was a man of 
war, therefore he bad Gilead and 
Bashan. 

2 There was also a lot for the rest 
of tho children of Manasseh by their 
families ; for the children of Abiczer, 
and for the children of Hclck, and 
for the children of Asriel, and for tho 
children of Sbeohetn, and for the 
children of Hcpher, and for the chil¬ 
dren of'Shemiaa; these were the male 


ohildren of Manasseh the son of Jo 
aeph by tbeir families. 

3 But Zelophchad, the son of He- 
pher, the son of Gilead, the son of 
Machir, the son of Manasseh, had no 
Bone, but daughters; and these are 
the names of his daughters, Mahlah, 
and Noah, Hoglah, Milcah, and 
Tirzah. 

4 And they came near before Elca- 
zar the priest, and before Joshua the 
son of Nun, And before the princce, 
saying, The Lord commanded Mosci 
to give us an inheritance among oar 
brethren. Therefore, according to the 
commandment of the Lord, he gave 
them an inheritance among the bre¬ 
thren of their father. 

5 And there fell ten portions to Ma- 
nas9eb, besides the land of Gilead 
and Bashan, which were on the other 
side Jordan ; 

6 Because the daughters of Manas- 
seb had an inheritance among his 
sons; and the rest of Manasseh’s 
sons had the land of Gilead. 

7 And the coast of Manasseh was 
from Asher to Michmelhah, that 
lieth before Shechcm ; and the bor¬ 
der went along on the right hand 
unto the inhabitants of En-tap- 
puah. 

8 Now ManasEeh had the land of 
Tappuah; but Tappuah on the bor 
der of Manassch belonged to the chil¬ 
dren of Ephraim ; 

9 And the coast descended unto 
the river Kanah, southward of the 
river: these cities of Ephraim are 
among the cities of Manasseh; the 
coast of Manasseh also was on the 
north side of tho river, and the out¬ 
goings of it were at the sea ; 

10 Southward it was Ephraim’s, and 
northward it was Manasseh’s, and the 
sea is bis border; and they met to 
gotber in Asher on the north, and in 
Issacbar on the east. 

11 And Manasseh had in Iesaehar 
and in Asher Belh-shean and her 
towns, and Ibleam and her towns, 
and the inhabitants of Dor and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of En- 
dor and her towns, and the inhabit¬ 
ants of Taanach and her towns, and 
the inhabitants of Megiddo and her 
towDS, oven three countries. 

12 Yet the children of Manasseh 
could not drive out the inhabitants of 
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those citios; bat tho Canaanites would 
dwell in that land. 

13 Yet it camo to pass, when the 
children of Israel were waxen strong, 
that they put tho Canaanites to tri¬ 
bute; but did not utterly drive them 
out. 

14 And the children of JoBcph spake 
onto Joshua, saying. Why hast thou 
given mo but one lot and one portion 
to inherit, seeing I am a great people, 
forasmuch as the Lord hath blessed 
me hitherto ? 

15 And Joshua answered them. If 
thou be a great people, then get tbee 
up to tho wood country, and cut 
down for tbysolf there in tho land 
of the Perizziteg and of the giants, 
if mount Ephraim ho too narrow for 
theo. 

16 And the ohildren of Joseph said, 
The hill is not enough for us; and 
all the Canaanites that dwell in the 
land of the valley have chariots of 
iroD, both they who are of Beth- 
shean and her towns, and they who 
aro of the valley of Jezrccl. 

17 And Joshua spake unto the house 
of Joseph, cron to Ephraim and to 
Manassch, saying, Thou art a great 
people, and hast great power; thou 
shaft not hare one lot only ; 

16 But the mountain shall bo thino; 
for it is a wood, and thou shatt out it 
down ; and the outgoings of it shall 
be thino; for thou ahalt drive out tho 
Canaanites, though they have iron 
ohariots, and though they be strong. 

CIIAPTKR XV111. 

Tht tabernacle at Shiloh—Jwthua divideth 
the remainder qf Die kind by lot—The 
lot of Beqjamin. 

ND the whole congregation of 
tho children of Israel assembled 
together at Shiloh, nod set up the 
tabernacle of tho congregation there; 
and the land was subdued before 
them. 

2 And there remained among the 
ohildren of Isrnel seven tribes, whioh 
had not yet received their inheritance. 

3 And Joshun said unto tho children 
of Israol, How long aro ye slack to go 
to possess the land, which tho Lord 
Goa of your fathers hath given you ? 

4 Give out from among you three 
men for each tribo; and I will send 
them, and they shall rise, and go 
throngh the land, and doscribe it ao* 


oording to the inheritance of them ; 
and they shall come again to me. 

5 And they shall divide it into seven 
parts; Judah shall abide in their 
coast on the south, and the house of 
Joseph shall abide in their coasts on 
the north. 

6 Yo shall therefore describe the 
land into seven parts, and bring the 
description hither to me, that I may 
cast lot9 for you here before the Lord 
our God. 

7 But the Levites have no part 
among you; for the priesthood of 
the Lord is their inheritance; and 
Gad, aod Reuben, and half the tribo 
of Manassch, have received their in¬ 
heritance beyond Jordan on the east, 
which Mo6gs the servant of the Lord 
gave them. 

8 And the men arose, and went 
away; and Joshua charged them 
that went to describe the land, say¬ 
ing, Go and walk through the land, 
and describe it, and come again to 
me, that I may here cast lots for yon 
beforo the Lord in Shiloh. 

9 And the men went and passed 
through the laud, and described it by 
citieH into seven parts in a book, and 
oatne again to Joshua to tho host at 
Shiloh. 

10 And Joshua oast lots for them 
in Shiloh before the Lord; and there 
Joshua divided the land unto the 
children of Israel according to their 
divisions. 

11 And tho lot of the tribe of I lit' 
children of Benjamin came up ue 
cording to their families; and llu 
coast of their lot came forth between 
the children of Judah and the chil¬ 
dren of Joseph. 

12 And their border on the north 
side was from Jordan; And the bor¬ 
der wont up to the side of Jericho on 
the north side, and went up through 
the mountains westward; and the 
goiDgs out thereof were at the wil¬ 
derness of Beth-aveD. 

13 And tho bordor went over from 
thenoc toward Luz, to tho side of 
Luz, whioh is Bcth-cl, southward; 
and tho bordor descended to Ataroth- 
adar, noar the hill that licth on the 
south side of the nether Bctb-horon. 

14 And tho hordcr was drawn thonce, 
and compassod the corner of the 
sea southward, from the hill that 
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lieth before Beth-horon southward; 
and the goings out thereof were at 
Kirjah-baal, whioh is Kirjath-jearim, 
a city of the children of Judah; this 
was the west quarter. 

15 And the south quarter was from 
the end of Kirjalb-jcarim, and the 
border went out on the west, and 
wont out to the well of waters of 
Nephtoah. 

16 And the border came down to 
the end of the mountain that lieth 
before the valley of the son of Ilin- 
nom, and which is the valley of the 
giants on the north, and descended to 
the valley of Hinnom, to the side of 
Jebusi on the sooth, and descended 
to En-rogel, 

17 And was drawn from the north, 
and went forth to En-shemesh, and 
went forth toward Qelilotb, which is 
over against the going up of Adum- 
mim, and descended to the stone of 
Bohan the son of Reuben, 

18 And passed along toward the 
side over -against Arabah northward, 
and went down unto Arabah ; 

19 And the bordor passed along to 
the side of Beth-hoglah northward; 
and the outgoings of the border were 
at the north bay of the salt sea at the 
south end of Jordan; this was the 
south coast. 

20 And Jordan was the border of it 
on the east side. This was the in¬ 
heritance of the children of Benjamin, 
by the coasts thereof round about, 
according to their families. 

21 Now the oitiea of the tribe of tho 
ohildrcn of Benjamin according to 
their families were Jcrioho, and Bcth- 
hoglah, and the valloy of Keziz, 

22 AdJ Belh-arabah, and Zeina- 
raim, and Beth-el, 

23 And Avim, and Parah, and 
Ophrah, 

24 And Chephar-haammonai, and 
Ophni, and Gaba; twelve cities with 
their villages; 

25 Oibeon, aDd Ramah, acJ Beo- 
roth, 

26 And Mizpch, and Chephirah, and 
Mozah, 

27 And llckem, and Irpeel, and 
Taralah, 

26 And Zclah, Elcph, and Jubusi, 
whioh is Jerusalem, Gibeath, and 
Kirj&th; fourteen oitics with their 
villages. This is the inheritance of 


tho children of Benjamin according 
to their families. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Thf lot of Simeon, of Zebuhm, of Iuachar, 
of A titer, of NaphlaU, of Dan, and of 
Joshua. 

ND the second lot came forth to 
Simeon, even for the tribe of the 
children of Simeon according to their 
families; and their inheritance was 
within the inheritance of the children 
of Judah. 

2 And they had in their inheritance 
Bccr-sheba, or Sheba, and Moladah, 

3 And Hazar-shnal, and Balah, and 
Azem, 

4 And Eltol&d, and Bcth-nl, and 
Ilonnah, 

5 And Ziklag, and Both-marcaboth, 
and Hazar-susah, 

6 And Beth-lebaoth, and Shamhen; 
thirteen cities and their villages; 

7 Ain, Remmon, and Ether, and 
Ashan ; four cities and their villages; 

8 And all the villages that were 
round about these cities to Ba&lath- 
beer, Ramath of the south. This is 
the inheritance of the tribe of the 
children of Simeon according to their 
families. 

9 Out of the portion of the children 
of Judah was the inheritance of the 
children of Simeon; for the part of 
the children of Jadah was too much 
for them ; therefore the children of 
Simeon had their inheritance within 
the inheritance of them. 

10 And the third lot came np for 
the children of Zebalun according to 
their families; and thehorderof their 
inheritance was unto Sand; 

11 And their border went np to¬ 
ward the sea, and Maralah, and 
reached to Dabbasheth, and reached 
to tho river that is before Jokneam ; 

12 And turned from Sarid eastward 
toward tho sunrising unto tho border 
of Chisloth-tabor, and then goeth out 
to Dnberatb.and goeth up to Japhia, 

13 And from thonce passeth on 
along tho east to Gitlab-hepher, to 
Ittnh-knzin, and goeth out to Rem- 
mon-methoar to Neah ; 

14 And the border comp&sseth it 
on the north side to Hannathon; and 
the outgoings thereof aro in the val¬ 
loy of Jiphthah-ol ; 

15 And Kattath, and Nahalla), and 
Shimron, and Idalah, and Beth- 
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lehem ; twelve cities with their vil¬ 
lages. 

16 This is the inheritance of the 
obildrcn of Zcbulun according to 
their families, theso cities with their 
villages. 

17 And the fourth lot camo out to 
Issachar, for the children of Issachar 
according to their families. 

18 And their border was toward Jez- 
reel, and Chesullolh, and Shunem, 

10 And Hnphrnim, and Sbihon, and 
Anaharalb, 

20 And Rabbith, and Kishion, and 
Aboz, 

21 And Remcth, and En-ganniui, 
and En-haddah, and Both-pazzez; 

22 And the coast rcacheth to Ta¬ 
bor, and Shahazimah, and Beth-she- 
mesh; and the outgoings of their 
border wero at Jordan ; sixteen cities 
with their villages. 

23 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Issachar ac¬ 
cording to tbeif families, the cities 
and thoir villages. 

24 And the fifth lot came out for 
the tribe of the children of Asher 
according to thoir families. 

25 And their border was Ilclk&th, 
and Hali, and Beten, and Aohshaph, 

26 And Alaniraolech, and Amad, 
and Mieheal; and reaohoth to Carmel 
weBtw&rd, and to Bhihor-libnath ; 

27 And turneth toward the sun- 
rising to Both-dagon, and reachcth 
lo Zebulun, and to the valloy of Jiph- 
thah-el toward tho north side of Betb- 
emek, and Neie), and gocth out to 
Cabul on the left hand, 

28 And Hebron, and Rehob, and 
llammon, and Kanah, even unto 
great Zidon; 

29 And then the ooast turnoth to 
Hamah, and to the strong oity Tyro; 
and tho ooast turneth to IIo9ah; and 
the outgoings thereof aro at tho sea 
from the ooast to Aohzib ; 

30 Usmah also, and Aphck, and 
Rehoh; twonty and two cities with 
thoir villages. 

31 This is tho inheritance of tbc 
tribe of the children of Asher accord¬ 
ing to their familios, those cities with 
thoir villages. 

32 The sixth lot camo out to the 
ohildren of Nnphlnli, even for the 
children of Naphtali according to 
their families. 
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33 And their coast was from He- 
leph, from Allon to Zaanannim, and 
Adami, Nckeb, and Jabncel, unto 
Lakuui; and tho outgoings thereof 
were at Jordan ; 

34 And then the coast turneth west¬ 
ward to Aznoth-labor, and goeth out 
from thence to Hukkok, and reaoh- 
eth to Zcbulun on the south side, 
and reachelh to Asher on the west 
side, and to Judah upon Jordan to¬ 
ward the sun-rising, 

35 And the fenced cities are Zid- 
dim, Zcr, and Hammath, R&kk&th, 
and Chinncreth, 

36 And Adamah, and Rainah, and 
Hazor, 

37 And Kcdesb, and Edrci, and 
En-bazor, 

38 And Iron, and Migdal-el, IIo- 
rem, and Bcth-anath, and Bclh-she- 
mesh; nineteen cities with their vil¬ 
lages. 

39 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Naphtali ac¬ 
cording to their families, the cities 
and their villages. 

40 And the seventh lot o&me out 
for the tribe of the children of Dan 
according lo their families. 

41 And the coast of their inherit¬ 
ance was Zorah, and Eshtaol, and 
Ir-shemesh, 

42 And Shaalabbin, and Ajalon, 
and Jcthlah, 

43 And Elon, and Thimnatbah, and 
Ekron, 

44 And Eltckeh, and Gibbothon, 
and Baalnth, 

45 And Jeliud, and Bcno-bcrak, and 
Gftlh-rimmon, 

46 And Me-jarkon, and Ilakkon, 
with the border before Japbo. 

47 And the coast of tho children 
of Dan went out too little for them ; 
therefore the children of Dan went 
up to fight against Lesheni, and look 
it, and smote it with the odge 
of the sword, and possessed it, and 
dwelt therein, and oallod Loshom, 
Dan, aftor the name of Dan thoir 
father. 

48 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of tho ohildren of Dan accord¬ 
ing to their familios, theso oities with 
thoir villages. 

49 Whon they had rnado an end 
of dividing tho land for inheritance 
by tbeir coasts, the ohildren of Israel 
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gave ed Inheritance to Joshua the 
bod of Nun among them; 

50 According to the word of the 
Lord they give him the city which he 
asked, even Timnath-serah in mount 
Ephraim ; and he built the city, and 
dwelt therein. 

51 These are the inheritances, which 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the 
eon of Nun, and tho heads of the 
fathers of the tribes of the children 
of Israel, divided for an inheritance 
by lot in Shiloh before tho Lord, at 
the door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation. So they made an end of 
dividing the country. 

CHAPTER XX. 

God commandeth, and the children of Israel 
appoint the six cities of refuge. 

HE Lord also spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

2 Speak to the children of Israel, 
saying, Appoint out for you cities of 
refuge, whereof I spake unto you by 
the band of Moses; 

3 That the slayer that killeth any 
person unawarcB and unwittingly 
may flee thither; and they shall be 
your refuge from the avenger of 
blood. 

4 And when he that doth flee unto 
one of those citieB shall stand at the 
entering of tho gate of the city, and 
9hall declare his cause in the ears of 
the elders of that city, they shall take 
him into the city unto them, and give 
him a place, that ho may dwell among 
them. 

5 And if tho avonger of blood pur¬ 
sue after him, then they shall not 
ieliver tho slayer up into his hand; 
because he smote his neighbour uu- 
wittingly, and hated him not bcforc- 
time. 

6 And he shall dwctl in that city, 
until he stand before the congregation 
for judgment, and until the death of 
the high priest that shall be in those 
days; then shall the slayer return, 
and come unto bis own city, and unto 
his own house, uDto the city from 
whence he fled. 

7 And they appointed Kcdesh in 
Galilee in mount Naphtali, and Sbe- 
chcm in mount Ephraim, and Kir- 
jath-arba, which is Ilebron, in tho 
mountain of Judah. 

8 And on tho other side Jordan by 
Jertoho eastward, they assigned-Bezer 


in the wilderness upon the plain out 
of the tribe of Reuoen, and Ramolh 
in Gilead out of the tribe of Gad, and 
Golan in Bashan out of the tribe of 
Manasseh. 

9 These were the cities appointed 
for all the children of Israel, and for 
the stranger that sojourncth among 
them, that whosoever killeth any per¬ 
son at unawares might flee thither, 
and not die by the hand of the aven¬ 
ger of blood, until he stood before 
the congregation. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Eight and forty cities givm unto *he Lev i Us 

—God gave the land , and rest unto the It- 

raeliiet, according to his promise. 

11EN came near the heads of the 
fathers of the Lcvites unto Elea¬ 
zar the priest, and unto Joshua the 
son of Nun, and unto the heads of the 
fathers of the tribes of the children 
of Israel; 

2 And they spake unto them at 
Shiloh in the land-of Canaan, say¬ 
ing, The Lord commanded by the 
hand of Moses to give us cities to 
dwell in, with the suburbs thereof for 
our cattle. 

3 And the children of Israel gave 
unto Lhe Lcvites out of their in¬ 
heritance, at the commandment of 
tho Lord, these cities and their 
suburbs. 

4 And the lot came out for the 
families of the Kohathitcs; and the 
children of Aaron the priest, which 
were of the Levitcs, had by lot oot of 
the tribe of Judnb. and out of the 
tribe of Simeon, and out of the tribe 
of Bcnjamiu, thirteen cities. 

5 And the rest of the children of 
Kohatb had by lot out of the families 
of the tribe of Ephraim, and out of 
lhe tribe of Dan, and out of the half 
tribe of Manasseh, ton oities. 

6 And the children of Gershon had 
by lot out of tbe families of the trih< 
of Issachar, and out of the tribe of 
Asher, and out of the tribe of Naph- 
tali, and out of the half tribe of 
Manasseh in Bnshan, thirteen cities 

7 Tho children of Mcrari by their 
families bad out of the tribe of 
Reuben, and out of the tribe of Gad, 
and out of the tribe of Zebulun, 
twelvo cities. 

8 And the ohildron of Israel gave 
by lot unto the Levites these cities 
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with their saburbs, as the Lord com¬ 
manded by the hand of Moses. 

'J And they gave out of the tribo of 
the children of Judah, and out of tho 
tribo of the children of Simeon, these 
cities which are here montioned by 
namo, 

10 Which the children of Aaron, 
boing of the families of the Kohath- 
ites, who were of the children of Levi, 
had; for theirs was the first lot. 

11 And they gave them (he city of 
Arba the father of Annk, which city 
is llebron, in the hill country of 
Judah, with the suburbs thereof 
rouud about it. 

12 But the fields of Lhc city, and the 
villagos thereof, gavo they to Calob 
the son of Jephunnch for his pos¬ 
session. 

13 Thus they gave to Lhe children 
of Aaron lhe priest Ilobron with her 
suburbs, to bo a city of refuge for the 
slayer ; and Libnah with her suburbs, 

14 And Jattir with her suburbs, and 
Eshtcmoa with her suburbs, 

15 And llolon with her suburbs, 
and Bobir with her suburbs, 

16 And Ain with her suburbs, and 
Juttah with her suburbs, and Beth- 
shemesh with her suburbs ; nine cities 
out of those two tribos. 

17 And out of the tribe of Benjamin, 
Gibeon with her suburbs, Geba with 
her suburbs, 

18 AnathoLh with her suburbs, and 
Almon with her suburbs; four ciLios. 

19 All the cities of tho children of 
Aaron, the priests, were thirteen cities 
with their suburbs. 

20 And tho families of the children 
of Kohath, the Lcvites which remained 
of tho children of Kohath, even they 
hnd the cities of thoir lot out of tho 
tribe of Ephraim. 

21 For they gave them Shcehciu 
with her suburbs in mount Ephraim, 
to be a city of refuge for the slayer; 
and Goter with hor suburbs, 

22 And Kibzaim with her suburbs, 
and Belh-horon with hor suburbs; 
four cities. 

23 And out of tho tribo of Dan, 
Eltetteo with her suburbs, Gibbothon 
with her suburbs, 

24 Aijalon with her suburbs, Gath- 
riminon with hor Buburbs; four cities. 

26 And out of the half tribo of 
Mannesoh, Tanach with hor suburbs, 
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and Gath-rimmon with her suburbs ; 
two cities. 

26 All the cities were ten with their 
suburbs for the families of the 
children of Kohnlh that remained. 

27 And unto the children of Gershon, 
of the families of the Levites, out of 
Lhc other half tribo of Mannsseh they 
gave Golan in Bashrrn with her 
suburbs, to be a oily of refuge for the 
slayer; and Beeshterah with her 
suburbs ; two cities. 

28 And out of tho tribe of Issnchar, 
Kisbon with her suburbs, Dabareh 
with hor suburbs. 

29 Jaruiuth with hor suburbs, 
Engannim with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

30 And out of tho tribe of Asher, 
Mishal with her suburbs, Abdon with 
her suburbs, 

31 Ilolkath with her suburbs, and 
Rehob with hor suburbs; four cities. 

32 And out of the tribo of Nophtali, 
Kcdesh in Galilee with her suburbs, 
to be a city of refuge for tho slayer; 
and Ilammuth-dor with her suburbs, 
and Kartan wiLh her suburbs ; three 
cities. 

33 All the cities of the Qorshonites 
according to their families were 
thirtcon cities with their suburbs. 

34 And unto tho families of the 
children of Morari, the rest of the 
Levites, out of the tribe of Zobulun, 
Jokuoam with her suburbs, and 
Knrtuh with her suburbs, 

35 Dimnah with her suburbs, 
Nahalal with hor suburbs ; four cities, 

36 And out of the tribe of lloubcn, 
Bczcr with her suburbs, and Jahazah 
with her suburbs, 

37 Kedomoth with her Bubnrbs, and 
Mcphaath with her suburbs; four 
oilios. 

33 And out of tho tribe of Gad, 
Rarnoth in Gilo&d with her suburbs, 
to bo a city of refuge for tho slayer; 
and Mahanaim with her suburbs, 

39 Ilcshbon with her suburbs, Jazor 
with her suburbs; four cities in 
all. 

40 So all tho cilios for tho children 
of Merari by their familios, which 
were remaining of the families of the 
Levites, wore by their lot twelve 
cilioH. 

41 All the aities of the Levites 
within the possession of the children 
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of Israel were forty and eight cities 
with their suburbs. 

42 These cities were every one with 
their suburbs round about them ; thus 
were all these cities. 

43 And the Lord gave unto Israel 
all the land which he sw&re to givo 
unto their fathers ; and they possessed 
it, and dwelt therein. 

44 And the Lord gave them rest 
round about, according to all that he 
sware unto their fathers; and there 
stood not a man of all their enemies 
before them; the Lord delivered all 
their enemies into their hand. 

45 There failed not aught of any 
good thing which tho Lord had 
spokeu unto the houso of Israel; all 
came to pass. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

The two tribes and a half sent home — They 
build the attar of testimony. 
rriHEN Joshua called the Reuben- 
X ites, and the Gudiles, and the 
half tribe of Manasseh, 

2 And said unto them, Yo hove kept 
all that Moses tho servant of the 
Lord commanded you, and have 
obeyed my voice in all that I com¬ 
manded you; 

3 Ye have not left your brethren 
these many days unto this day; but 
have kept the charge of the com¬ 
mandment of the Lord your God. 

4 And now the Lord your God hath 
given rest unto your brethren, as he 
promised them ; therefore now return 
ye, and get you unto your tents, and 
unto the land of your possession, 
whioh Moses tho servant of the 
Lord gave you on the other side 
Jordan. 

5 But take diligent heed to do tho 
oommandment and the law, which 
Moses the servant of tho Lord charged 
you, to love the Lord your God, and 
to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
his commandments, and to cleave 
nnto him, and to serve him with all 
your heart and with all your soul. 

6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent 
them away ; and thoy went unto their 
tents. 

7 Now to the one half of the tribe 
of Manassch Moses had given pos¬ 
session in Rushan; but unto the 
othor half thereof gave Joshua among 
their brethren on this side Jordan 
westward. And when Joshua sent 


them away also nnto their tents, then 
he blessed them, 

8 And ho spake unto them, saying, 
Return with much riches unto your 
tents, and with very much cattle, 
with silver, and with gold, and with 
brass, and with iron, and with very 
much raiment; divide tbe spoil of 
yonr enemies with your brethren. 

0 And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the hair 
tribe of Manasseh returned, and 
departed from the children of Israel 
out of Shiloh, which is in the land of 
Canaan, to go unto the country of 
Gilead, to the land of their posses¬ 
sion, whereof they were possessed, 
according to the word of the Lord by 
the hand of Moses. 

10 And when they came unto the 
borders of Jordan, that are in the 
land of Canaan, the children of Reu¬ 
ben and the children of Gad and the 
half tribe of Manasseh built there an 
altar hy Jordan, a great altar to see 
to. - 

11 And the children of Israel heard 
say. Behold, the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Man&Bseh have built an altar 
over against the land of Canaau, in 
the borders of Jordan, at the passage 
of the ohildren of Israel. 

12 And when the children of Israel 
heard of it, the whole congregation 
of the ohildren of Israel gathered 
themselves together at Shiloh, to go 
up to war against them. 

13 And the children of Israel sent 
unto the children of Reuben, and to 
the children oT Gad, and to tho half 
tribe of Manasseh, into the land of 

I Gilead. Phinehas the son of Eleazur 
tho priest, 

14 And with him ten princes, of 
, each chief house a prince throughout 
I all the tribes of Israel; and each one 

was a head of the house of their 
fathers among the thousands of Is¬ 
rael. 

15 And they came unto the children 
of Reuben, and to the ohildren of 
Gad, and to the half tribe of Ma¬ 
nasseh, unto the land of Gilead, and 
they spake with them, saying, 

16 Thus saith the whole congrega¬ 
tion of tho Lord, What trespass is 
this that ye have committed against 
the God of Israel, to turn away this 
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day from following tho Lord, in that 
yo have huilded you an altar, that 
ye might rebel this day against tho 
Lord ? 

17 Is the iniquity of Poor too little 
for us, from which we are not cleansed 
until this day, although there was a 
plague in the congregation of the 
Lord, 


18 But that ye must turn away this 
day from following tho Lord? and it 
will be, seeing ye rebel to-day against 
the Lord, that to-morrow he will be 
wroth with tho whole congregation 
of Israel. 

19 Notwithstanding, if the land of 
your possession be unclean, then paBB 
ye over unto the land of the posses¬ 
sion of tho Lord, wherein the Lord's 
lahernaolo dwelleth, and take posses¬ 
sion among us; but rebel not against 
tbc Lord, nor rebel against us, in 
building you an altar besides the 
altar of the Lord our God. 

20 Did not Achan the son of Zerah 
commit a trespass in tho accursed 
thing, aud wrath fell on all the 
congregation of Israel ? and that 
man perished not alone in his 
iniquity. 

21 Then the ohildren of Reuben 
and the ohildren of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseh answered, and said 
unto the heads of the thousands of 
Israol, 

22 The Lord God of godB, the Lord 
God of gods, he knoweth, and Israel 
he shall know; if it be in rebellion, 
or if in transgression against the 
Lord, (savo us not this day,) 

28 That we have bnilt ns an altAr 
to turn from following the Lord, or 
if to offer thereon burnt offering or 
moat offering, or if to offer peace 
offerings thcreoD, let the Lord him¬ 
self require it; 

24 And if we have not rather done 
it for foar of Lhis thing, saying, In 
time to oome your ohildren might 
speak unto our ohildren, saying, 
What have ye to do with tho Lord 
God of Israel ? 

2b For the Lord hath made Jordan 
a border betweon us and you, yo ohil¬ 
dren of Reuben and ohildren of Gad; 
ye havo no part in tho Lord; so shall 
your ohildren make our ohildren cease 
from fearing the Lord. 

10 Therefore we said, Lot ns now 


prepare to boild us an altar, not for 
burnt offering nor for sacrifice; 

27 Ilut that it may be a witness be¬ 
tween us, and you, and our genera¬ 
tions after us, that we might do the 
service of the Lord before him with 
our burnt offerings, and with our 
sacrifices, and with our peace offer¬ 
ings ; that your children may not say 
to our children in timo to come, Ye 
have no part in the Lord. 

28 Therefore said we, that it shall 
be, when they should so say to us or to 
our generations in time to come, that 
we may Bay again. Behold the pat¬ 
tern of the altar of the Lord, which 
our fathers made, not for burnt offer¬ 
ings, nor for sacrifices; but it is a 
witness between us and you. 

29 God forbid that wo should rebel 
against the Lord, and turn this day 
from following the Lord, to build an 
altar for burnt offerings, for meat 
offerings, or for sacrifices, besides the 
altar of the Lord our God that is be¬ 
fore his tabernacle. 

30 And when Phinchas tho priest, 
and the princes of tho congregation 
and heads of the thousands of Israel 
which were with him, heard tho words 
that the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the children of 
ManasBeh spake, it pleased them. 

31 And Phinehas toe son of Eleazar 
the priest said unto the children ol 
Reuben, and to tho ohildren of Gad, 
and to the children of Manasseh, 
This day wo perceive Lhat the Lord is 
among us, because ye have not com¬ 
mitted this trespass against the Lord; 
now ye have delivered the ohildren 
of Israel out of the hand of the Lord, 

32 And Pbinehas the son of Eleazar 
tho priest, and the princes, returned 
from the children of Reuben, and 
from tho children of Gad, out of the 
land of Gilead, unto the land of 
Canaan, to the ohildren of Israel, 
and brought them word again. 

33 And the thing pleased tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel; and Lhe ohildren of 
Israel blessed God, and did not in¬ 
tend to go up against them in battle, 
to destroy the land whoroin the chil¬ 
dren of lteuben and Gad dwelt. 

34 And tho children of Reuben and 
tbo childron of Gad called the altar 
Ed; for it shall be witness between 
us that the Lord is God. 
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CHAPTER XXIII. 

Joshua't exhortation before his death. 

ND it came to pass, a long time 
after that the Lord had given 
rest unto Israel from all their enemies 
round about, that Joshua waxed old 
and stricken in age. 

2 And Joshua called for nil Israel, 
and for their ciders, and for their 
heads, and for their judges, and for 
thoir officers, and said unto them, I 
am old and stricken in age; 

3 And ye have seen all that the 
Lord your God hath done unto all 
these nations because of you; for the 
Lord your God is he that hath fought 
for you. 

4 Behold, I have divided unto you 
by lot these nations that remain, to 
be an inheritance for your tribes, from 
Jordan, with all the nations that I 
have cut off, even unto the great sea 
westward. 

5 And the Lord your God, he shall 
expel them from before you, and drive 
them from out of your sight; and ye 
shall possess their land, as tho Lord 
your God hath promised unto you. 

6 Be yo therefore very courageous 
to keep and to do all that is written 
in the hook of the law of Mosos, that 
ye turn not aside therefrom to the 
right hand or to the left; 

7 That ye come not among these 
nations, these that remain among 
you; neither mako mention of the 
name of their gods, nor oause to 
swear by them, neither serve them, 
nor bow yourselves unto them ; 

8 But cleave unto the Lord your 
God, as ye have dono unto this day. 

9 For the Lord hath driven out 
from before you great nations and 
strong ; but as for you, no man hath 
been able to stand before you unto 
this day. 

10 One man of you shall chase a 
thousand; for the Lord your God, he 
it is that fighteth for you, as ho hath 
promised you. 

11 Take good heed therefore unto 
yoursolves, that ye love the Lord 
your God. 

12 Else, if ye do in any wise go 
back, and oleave unto the remant 
of these nations, oven thoso that re¬ 
main among you, and shall make 
marriages with them, and go in unto 
them, and they to you ; 


13 Know for a certainty that the 
Lord your God will no more drive 
out any of these nations from before 
yon; but they shall be pnares and 
traps onto you, and scourges in your 
sides, and thorns in your eyes, until 
ye perish from off Ibis good land 
which the Lord your God hath given 
you. 

14 And, behold, this day I am go¬ 
ing the way of all the earth ; and ye 
know in all your hearts and in all 
your souls, that not one thiDg hath 
failed of all the good things which 
the Lord your God spake concerning 
you ; all arc come to pass unto you, 
and not one thing hath failed thereof. 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
that a9 all good things arc come up¬ 
on you, which the Lord your God 
promised you; so shall the Lord 
bring upon you all evil things, until 
he have destroyed yon from off this 
good land which the Lord your Qod 
hath given you. 

10 AYhcn ye have transgressed the 
covenant of the Lord your God. which 
ho commanded you, and have gone 
and served other gods, and bowed 
yourselves to them; then shall the 
anger of the Lord be kindled against 
you, and yo shall perish quickly from 
off the good land which he hath 
given unto you. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

Joshua assembleih the tril/es—Fie renruxth 
the covenant — A stone the uni ness of the 
covenant — Joshua's death — Joseph's bones 
are buried—Eleaair dieth . 

ND Joshua gathered all the tribes 
of Israel to Shechem, and called 
for the elders of Israel, and for their 
hoads, and for their judges, and for 
their officers; and they presented 
themsolves before God. 

2 And Joshua said unto all the 
eoplo, Thus saith tho Lord God of 
srael, Your fathers dwelt on the 

other side of the flood in old time, 
even Ternh, the fathor of Abraham, 
and the father of Nachor; and they 
served other gods. 

3 And I took your father Abraham 
from tho other side of the flood, and 
led him throughout all the land of 
Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isano. 

4 And I gave unto Isano Jaoob and 
Esau; and I gave unto Esau mount 
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Self, to possess it; but Jacob and his 
ahildren went down into Egypt. 

5 I sent Mohob also and Aaron, and 
I plagued Egypt, according to that 
which I did among them ; and after¬ 
ward I brought you out. 

0 And I brought your fathers out 
of Egypt; and ye came unto the sea; 
and the Egyptians pursued after your 
fathers with chariots and horsemen 
unto the Red sea. 

7 And when they cried unto the 
Lord, he put darkness between you 
and the Egyptians, and brought the 
sea upon them, and covered them; 
and your eyes have seen what I havo 
done in Egypt; and ye dwelt in the 
wilderness a long season. 

8 And I brought you into tho land 
of the Amorltce, which dwelt on the 
other sido Jordan ; and they fought 
with you; and I gave them into your 
hand, that ye might possess their 
land ; and I destroyed them from be¬ 
fore you. 

9 Then Balak tho son of Zippor, 
king of Moab, arose and warred 
against Israel, and Bent and called 
Balaam the son of Beor to curse you; 

10 But I would not hearken unto 
Balaam; therefore he blessed you 
still; so I delivered you out of his 
hand. 

11 And yo went over Jordan, and 
came unto Jericho; and the men of 
Jericho fought against you, tho Amo- 
riles, and the Porizzites, and the 
Canaanitcs, and the Hittites, and the 
Girgashites, tho HiviteB, and the Je- 
busites; and I delivered them into 
your band. 

12 And I sent the hornet hofore 
you, whioh drave them out from be- 
foro you, oven tho two kings of tho 
Amoritee; hut not with thy sword, 
nor with thy bow. 

13 And I have given you a land for 
whioh ye did not labour, and oitios 
whioh ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them ; of the vineyards and olire- 
yardfl whioh ye planted not do ye 
eat. 

14 Now theroforo fear the Lord, 
and serve him in sincerity and In 
truth; and put away tho gods whioh 
your fathers served on tho other side 
of the flood, and in Egypt; and sorve 
ye the Lord. 

16 And If It seem evil unto you to 
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serve the Lord, chuose yon this day 
whom ye will serve; whulher the 
gods which your fathers served that 
were on the other side of the flood, 
or the gods of the Amoriles, iu whose 
land yo dwell; but as for me and my 
house, we will serve tho Lord. 

lfl And the people answered and 
said, God forbid that we should for¬ 
sake the Lord, to serve other gods; 

17 For the Lord our God, he it is 
that brought us up and our fathers 
out of the hind of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage, and which did 
those great signs in our sight, and 
proserved us in all the way wherein 
wo went, and among all tho people 
through whom we passed; 

IS And tho Lord drave out from 
before us all the people, eveu the 
Ainorites which dwelt in the laud; 
therefore will we also serve tho Lord; 
for ho is our God. 

19 And Joshua said unto the peo- 

le, Ve cannot sorve the Lord; for 

e is a holy God ; he is a jealous 

God; ho will not forgive your trans¬ 
gressions Dor your sins. 

20 If ye forsake the Lord, and 
serve strange gods, then he will turn 
and do you hurt, and oonsmue yon, 
after that he hath done you good. 

21 And the people said unto Joshua, 
Nay; but wo will servo the Lord. 

22 And Joshua SAid unto the peo¬ 
ple, Yo aro witnesses against your- 
solvos that ye have chosen you the 
Lord, (o serve him. And they said, 
We are witnesses. 

23 Now therefore put away, said 
he, tho strange gods which aro among 
you, and inclino your heart unto the 
Lord God of Israel. 

24 And tho people said unto Joshua, 
Tho Lord our God will wo serve, and 
his voice will we obey. 

25 So Joshua mado a covenant 
with the poople that day, and set 
them a statute and an ordinance in 
Shoohem. 

26 And Joshua wrote these words 
in the book of tho law of God, and 
took a groat stone, and set it up there 
under an oak, that was by tho sanc¬ 
tuary of the Lord. 

27 And Joshua said unto all the 
peoplo, Behold, this stono shall be a 
witnoss unto us; for it hath heard all 
the words of tho Lord which ho spake 
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QDto 08 ; it shall bo therefore a wit* 
ness onto you, lest ye deny yoor 
God. 

28 So Joshua let the people deparl, 
every man unto his inheritance. 

29 And it came to paea after these 
things, that Joshua the eon of Nun, 
the servant of the Lord, died, being 
a hundred and ten years old. 

30 And they buried him in the bor¬ 
der of his inheritance in Timnath- 
acrah, which is in mount Ephraim, 
on the north side of the hill of Gaash. 

31 Aud Israel served the Lord all 
the days of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders that overlived Joshua, 
and which had known all the works 


of the Lord, that he had done for Is¬ 
rael. 

32 And the bones of Joseph, which 
the children of Israel brought up out 
of Egypt, buried they in Shechem, 
in a parcel of ground which Jacob 
bought of the sons of Hamor the 
father of Shechem for a hundred 
pieces of silver; and it became the 
inheritance of the children of Jo¬ 
seph. 

33 And Eleazar the son if Aaron 
died ; and they buried him in a hill 
that pertained to Phinchns his son, 
which was given him in mount 
Ephraim. 
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CIIAPTF.Il I. 

77ie arts of Judah and Simeon—Jerusalem 
taken—Hebron taken — Hormah, Gaza, As- 
kelon and Ekran taken—The acts nf Ben¬ 
jamin—Vie houses of Joseph, Zebulun , 
Asher, Naphtali, and Dan. 

N OW after the death of Joshua it 
came to pass, that the children 
of Israel asked the Lord, saying, 
Who shall go up for ns against the 
Canaanites first, to fight against 
them ? 

2 And the Lord said, Judah shall 
go up; behold, I have delivered the 
land into hiB hand. 

3 And Judah said unto Simeon his 
brother, Come up with mo into my 
lot, that we may fight against tho 
Canaanites; and I likewise will go 
with thee into thy lot. So Simeon 
went with him. 

4 And Judah went up; and the 
Lord delivered the Canaanites and 
the Porizzites into their hand; and 
they Blow of them in Bczek ten thou¬ 
sand men. 

5 And they found Adoni-bezek in 
Bezek ; and they fought against him, 
and they slew the Canaanites and 
the Perizzites. 

6 But Adoni-bezek fled; and they 
pursued after him, and caught him, 
&Dd cut off his thumbs and his great 
toes. 

7 And Adoni-bezek said, Three¬ 
score and ten kings, having their 
thumbs and their groat toes cut ofT, 
gathered their moat under my table ; 


as I have done, so God hath requited 
me. And they brought him to Jeru¬ 
salem, and there he died. 

6 Now the children of Judah had 
fought against Jerusalem, and had 
taken it, and smitten it with the edge 
of the sword, and set the city on fire. 

9 And afterward the children of 
Judah went down to fight against 
the Canaanites, that dwelt in the 
mountain, and in the south, and in 
the valley. 

10 And Judah went against the 
Canaanites that dwelt in Hebron; 
now the name of Hebron before was 
Kiijath-arba; and they slew Sheshai, 
and Ahiman, and Talmai. 

11 And from thence he went against 
the inhabitants of Debir; and the 
name of Debir before was Kirjath- 
sepher; 

12 And Caleb said, He that smiteth 
Kirjftth-aepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my danghter to 
wife. 

13 And Othniel the son of Eenai, 
Caleb's younger brother, took it; and 
he gave him Achsah his daughter to 
wife. 

14 And it oame to pass, when she 
came to him, that she moved him to 
ask of her father a field; and she 
lighted from ofT her ass; and Caleb 
said unto her. What wilt thou? 

15 And sho said unto him, Give me 
a blessing ; for thou hast given me a 
south land; give me also springs of 
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water. And Caleb guxe hor the up¬ 
per springs and tho nether springs. 

16 And Ihe children of the Kenilc, 
Moses’ father-in-law, went up out of 
the city of palm trees with Lho chil¬ 
dren of Judah info the wilderness of 
Judah, which lioth in the eouth of 
Arad; aud they wont and dwolt 
among tho people. 

17 And Judah went with Simoon 
hie brother, and they slew the Ca- 
□ aanites Lbal inhabited Zcphath, and 
utterly destroyed it. And the name 
of tho city was called llormah. 

18 Also Judah took Gaza with the 
i coast thereof, and Askelon with the 
i coast thereof, and Ekron with the 
i coast thereof. 

10 And tho Lord was with Judah ; 
i and he drave out the inhabitants of 
I the mountain; but could not drive 
i out tbe inhabitants of the valley, bo- 
i cause they had chariots of iron. 

20 And they gave Hebron unto 
i Caleb, as Moses Baid; and he expcl- 
I led thonoe the three sons of Anak. 

21 And the children of Benjamin 
did not drive out tho Johuaitos that 

i inhabited Jerusalem; but the Jebu- 
sites dwell with the children of 
Benjamin in Jerusalem unto this 
day. 

22 And tbe bouse of Joseph, they 
also went up against Belh-el; and 
the Lord was with them. 

23 And the house of Joseph sent to 
icsory Beth-el. Now the name of 
the city bofore was Luz. 

24 And the spies saw a man come 
forth out of the oity, and they said 
unto him, Show us, wo pray theo, the 
entrance into the oity, and we will 
Bhow theo nieroy. 

26 And when he showed them the 
entrance into the oity, they smote the 
oity with tho edge of the sword ; but 
they let go the man and all his 
family. 

26 And the man went into lho land 
of the Hittites, and built a oity, and 
called the name theroof Luz; which 
Is the name theroof unto this day. 

27 Neither did Manassoh drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shean and 
her towns, nor Taanaoh and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of Dor 
and hor towns, nor tbe inhabitauls of 
Ihleam and hor towns, nor the inhabit¬ 
ants of Mogiddo and her towns ; hut 
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the Canaanites would dwell iri that 
land. 

23 And it came lo pass, when Is¬ 
rael was strong, that they put the 
Cauaauites to tribute, and did not 
utterly drive them out. 

20 Neithor did Ephraim drive oat 
tho Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer; 
but tbe Canaanites dwelt in Gezer 
among them. 

30 Neither did Zcbulun drive out 
the inhabitants of Kitron, nor tho 
inhabitants of Nahalol; but the Ca- 
naanites dwelt among them, and be¬ 
came tributaries. 

31 Neither did Asher drive out the 
inhabitants of Accho, nor the in¬ 
habitants of Zidon, nor of Ahl&b, 
nor of Aohzib, nor of Helbah, nor of 
Aphik, nor of Rchob ; 

32 But the Aeherites dwolt among 
the Canaanitos, the inhabitants of 
the land ; for they did not drive them 
out. 

33 Neither did Naphtali drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, 
nor the inhabitants of Bcth-anath; 
but he dwelt among tho Canaanites, 
Lho inhabitants of the land ; never¬ 
theless, the inhabitants of Beth-she- 
inosh and of Beth-anath became 
tributaries unto them. 

34 And tho Amorites forced the 
children of Dan into tho mountain ; 
for they would not suffer them to 
come down to the valley; 

35 But tho Amorites would dwell in 
mount Heres in Aijalon, and in 
Shaalbiin ; yet the hand of the house 
of Joseph prevailed, so that they be¬ 
came tributaries. 

30 And the coast of tbe Amorites 
was from tho going up to Akrahbim, 
from the rock, and upward. 

CU AFTER n. 

An Angel rtbukelh the people—The wicked- 
nett ajtcr Joshua. 

ND an angel of the Lord came 
up from Gilgal to Boohim, and 
said, I made you to go up out of 
Egypt, and havo brought you unto 
tho land which I aware unto your 
fathers ; and I said, I will never break 
my covenant with you. 

2 Aud ye shall mako no league 
with tho inhabitants of this land; 
yo shall throw down their altars; but 
ye have not obeyed my voioe; why 
have ye done this? 
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3 Wherefore I also said, I will not 
drive them out from before you ; but 
they shall he as thorns in your sides, 
and their gods shall ho n snare unto 
you. 

4 And it came to pass, when the 
angel of the Lord spake these words 
unto all the children of Israel, that 
the people lifted up their voice, and 
wept. 

5 And they called the name of that 
place Bochim; and they sacrificed 
there unto the Lord. 

B And when Joshua had let the 
people go, the children of Israel went 
overy man unto bis inheritance to 
possess the land. 

7 And the people served the Lord all 
the days of Joshua, and all (he days 
of the elders that outlived Joshua, 
who had seen nil the great works of 
the Lord, that he did for Israel. 

8 And Joshua the son of Nun, the 
servant of the Lord, died, being a 
hundred and ten years old. 

9 And they buried him iD the hor- 
der of his inheritance in Timraath- 
heree, in the mount of Ephraim, on 
the north side of the hill Qaash. 

10 And also all that generation were 
gathered unto their fathers; and 
there arose another generation after 
them, which knew not the Lord, nor 
yet the works which he had done for 
Israel. 

11 And the children of Israel did 
evil in the sight of the Lord, and 
served Baalim ; 

12 And they forsook the Lord God 
of their fathers, which brought them 
out of the land of Egypt, and fol¬ 
lowed other gods, of the gods of the 
people that were round about them, 
and bowed themselves unto them, 
and provoked the Lord to anger. 

13 And they forsook the Lord, and 
served Baal and Ashtarotb. 

14 And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel, And he delivered 
them into the hands of spoilers that 
spoiled them, and he sold them into 
the hands of their enemies round 
about, so that they could not Any 
longer stand before their enemies. 

15 Whithersoever they went out, 
the hand of the Lord was against 
them for evil, as the Lord had said, 
and as the Lord had sworn unto them; 
and they were greatly distressed. 


16 Nevertheless the Lord raised ’ip 
judges, which delivered them out 
of the hand of those that spoiled 
them. 

17 And yet they would not hcarkeD 
unto their judges, but they went a 
whoring ftflor other gods, and bowed 
themselves unto them : (hey turned 
quickly out of the way which their 
fathers walked in, obeying the com¬ 
mandments of the Lord; hut they 
did not so. 

19 And when the Lord raised them 
up judges, then the Lord was with 
the judge, and delivered them out of 
the hand of their enemies all the days 
of the judge ; for the Lord hearkened 
because of their gronnings by reason 
of them that oppressed them and 
vexed them. 

19 And it came to pns9, when the 
judge was dead, that they returned, 
and corrupted themselves more than 
their fathers, in following other gods 
to serve them, and to how down unto 
them: they ceased not from their 
own doings, nor from their stubborn 
way. 

20 And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel ; and he said, Be¬ 
cause that this people hath trans¬ 
gressed my covenant which I com¬ 
manded their fathers, and have not 
hearkened unto my voice; 

21 I also will not henceforth drive 
out any from beforo them of the na¬ 
tions which Joshua left when he 
died ; 

22 That through them I may prove 
Israel, whether they will keep the 
way of the Lord to walk therein, as 
their fathers did keep it, or not. 

23 Therefore the Lord left those 
nations, without driving them ont 
hastily; neither delivered he them 
into the hand of Joshua. 

chapter m. 

The notion; which were left to prove Israel — 
B V communiiffi with them they commit 
idolatry, 

OW those are the nations whioh 
tho Lord left (o prove Israel by 
them, even as many of Israel as had 
not known all the wars of Canaan; 

2 Only that the generations of the 
children of Israel might know to 
teacb them war, at tho least suoh of 
before knew nothing thereof; 

3 Namely, five lords of the Philia- 
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tines, and all the Canaanites, and the 
Sidonians, and tho Hivites lhatdwelt 
in mount Lebanon, from mount Baal- 
hcrmon unto tho entering in of Ha¬ 
math. 

4 And they were to prove Israel by 
them, to know whether they would 
hearken unto the commandments of 
the Lord, which ho commanded their 
fathers by tho hand of Moses. 

5 And the children of Israel dwelt 
among the Canaanites, Hittites, and 
Amoriles, and Pcriizitcs, and Hivites, 
and Jcbusites ; 

6 And they took their daughters to 
be their wives, and gave their daugh¬ 
ters to their sons, and served their 
gods. 

7 And the children of Israel did 
evil in tho sight of the Lord, and 
forgat tho Lord their Hod, and served 
Baalim and the groves. 

8 Therefore tho anger of tho Lord 
was hot against Israel, and he sold 
them into the hand of Chushan-rish- 
alhnitn king of Mesopotamia; and 
the children of Israel served Chu- 
shnn-rishathaim eight years. 

0 And when the children of Israel 
cried unto tho Lord, the Lord raised 
up a deliverer to tho children of 
Israel, who delivered them, even 
Othnicl tho Bon of Kenftz, Caleb’s 
younger brother. 

10 And the Spirit of tho Lord came 
upon him, and he judged Israel, and 
went out to war; and the Lord de¬ 
livered Chusbnn-rishathaim king of 
Mesopotamia into bis hand ; and his 
hand prevailed against Chushan-rish- 
alhaiin. 

11 And tho land had rest forty 
ycarB ; and Othniel tho son of Kenaz 
died. 

12 And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of tho Lord; 
and the Lord strengthened Eglon the 
king of Moah against leraol, because 
they had done evil in the sight of the 
Lord. 

13 And he gathered onto him tho 
children of Ammon and Amalck, and 
went and smote Israel, and possessed 
the city of palm trees. 

14 So the children of Israel Berved 
Kglou the king of Moab eighteen 
years. 

16 But when the ohildren of Israel 
oried onto the Lord, the Lord raised 
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them np a deliverer, Kliud the son of 
Gera, a Benjnmito, a man left-hand¬ 
ed ; nnd by him the children of Israel 
sent a present unto Eglon the king 
of Moat. 

16 But Ebud made him a dagger 
which had two edges, of a cubit 
length; and he did gird it under his 
raiment upon his right thigh. 

17 And he brought the present 
unto Eglon king of Moab ; and Eg 
Ion was a very fat man. 

18 And when he had made an end 
to offer the present, he sent away the 
people that bare the present. 

19 But he himself turned again 
from the quarries that were by Gil- 
gal, and said, I have a secret errand 
unto thee, 0 king; who said, Keep 
silence. And all that stood by him 
went out from him. 

20 And Ehud came unto him ; and 
he was sitting in a summer parlour, 
which he had for himself alone; and 
Ehud said, I have a message from 
God unto thee. And he arose out of 
his seat. 

21 And Ehud pat forth his left hand, 
and took the dagger from his right 
thigh, and thrust it into his belly : 

22 And tho haft also went in after 
the blado; and the fat closed upon 
the blado, so that ho oould not draw 
the dagger out of his belly ; and the 
dirt came out. 

23 Then Ehod went forth through 
tho poroh, and shut the doors of the 
parlour upon him, and locked them. 

24 When he was gone out, his ser¬ 
vants came; and when they saw that, 
behold, the doors of the parlour were 
locked, they said, Surely ho covereth 
his feet in his summer chamber. 

25 And they tarried till they were 
ashamed ; and, bohold, be opened not 
the doors of the parlour; therefore 
they took a key, and opened them; 
and, behold, their lord was fallen down 
dead on the earth. 

26 And Ehud escaped while they 
tarried, and passed beyond the quar¬ 
ries, and escaped unto Seirath. 

27 And it came to pass, when he 
was oome, that he hlew a trumpet in 
tho mountain of Ephraim, and the 
ohildren of Israel went down with 
him from the mount, and ho before 
them. 

28 And he said onto them, Follow 
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after me ; for tho Lord halh delivered 
your enemies the Moabites into your 
hand. And they went down after 
him, and took tho fords of Jordan 
toward Moah, and Buffered not a man 
to pass over. 

29 And they slew of Moab at that 
time about ten thousand men, all 
lusty, and all men of valour; and 
there esenped not a man. 

30 So Moab was Bubducd that day 
under the hand of Israel. And the 
land had rest four-score years. 

31 And after him was Shamgar the 
son of Anath, which slew of the Phil¬ 
istines six hundred men with an ox- 
goad ; and he also delivered Israel. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Deborah and Barak deliver Israel from Jabin 
and Sierra—Joel krdleth Sisera. 

ND the children of Israel again 
did evil in the sight of the Lord, 
when Ehud was dead. 

2 And the Lord Bold them into the 
hand of Jabin king of Canaan, that 
reigned in liazor; the captain of 
whose host was SLsera, which dwelt 
in Harosheth of the Gentiles. 

3 And the children of Israel cried 
unto tho Lord; for he had nine hun¬ 
dred chariots of iron; and twenty 
years he mightily oppressed the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

4 And Deborah, a prophetess, the 
wife of Lapidoth, she judged Israel 
at that time. 

5 And she dwelt under the palm 
tree of Deborah, between Hamah and 
Beth-el in mount Ephraim; and the 
children of Israel came up to her for 
judgment. 

6 And she sent and called Barak 
the eon of Abinoam out of Kedesh- 
naphtali, and said unto him, Hath 
not the Lord God of Israel com¬ 
manded, saying, Go and draw toward 
mount Tabor, and take with thee ten 
thousand men of the children of Naph- 
tali and of tho children of Zebulun ? 

7 And I will draw unto thee, to tho 
river Eishon, Sisera the captain of 
Jabin’s army, with his chariots and 
his multitude; and I will doliver him 
into thine hand. 

8 And Barak said unto her, If thou 
wilt go with mo, then I will go; but 
if thou wilt not go with me, then I 
will not go. 

9 And she said, I will surely go 


with thee; notwithstanding the jour¬ 
ney that thou takest shall not be for 
thine honour; for the Lord shall sell 
Sisera into the hand of a woman. 
And Deborah arose, and went with 
Barak to Kedceh. 

10 And Barak called Zebulun and 
Naphlali to Kedesh ; and ho went up 
with ten thousand men at his feet; 
and Deborah went up with him. 

11 Now Heber the Keuite, which 
was of the children of Ilobnb the fa¬ 
ther-in-law of Moses, had severed 
himself from the Kenitcs, and pitched 
his tent unto the plain of Zaanaim, 
which is by Kedeeh. 

12 And they showed Sisera that Ba¬ 
rak the son of Abinoatn was gone up 
to mount Tabor. 

13 And Sisera gathered together all 
his chariots, even nine hundred cha¬ 
riots of iron, and all tho people that 
were with him, from Harosheth of the 
Gentiles unto the river of Kishon. 

14 And Deborah said unto Barak, 
Up; for this is the day in which the 
Lord hath delivered Sisera into thine 
hand ; is not the Lord gone out be¬ 
fore thee? So Barak went down from 
mount Tabor, and ten thousnnd men 
after him. 

15 And the Lord discomfited Sisera, 
and all his ohariots, and all his host, 
with the edge of the sword before 
Barak, so that Sisera lighted down 
off his chariot, and fled away on his 
feet. 

16 But Barak pursued after the cha¬ 
riots, and after the host, unto Haro- 
eheth of the Gentiles; and all the host 
of Sisera fell upoD the edge of the 
sword; and there was not a man left. 

17 Howbeit Sisera fled away on his 
feet to the tent of Jael the wife of 
neberthe Kenite; for there was peace 
between Jabin the king of Hazor and 
the house of Heber the Kenite. 

18 And Jael weut out to meet Sisera, 
and said unto him, Turn in, my lord, 
turn in to me ; fear not. And when 
he had turned in unto her into the 
tent, she covered him with a mantle. 

19 And he said unto her, Give me, 
I pray thee, a little water to drink; 
for I am thirsty. And she opened a 
bottle of milk, and gave him drink, 
and covered him. 

20 Again he said unto her. Stand In 
the door of the tent, and it shall be. 
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when any man doth oome and inquire 
of thee, and flay, Its there any man 
here ? that thou ehalt flay, No. 

21 Then JacI Hcber’B wife took a 
nail of the tent, and took a hammer 
in hor hand, and wont softly unto 
him, and smote the nail into hia tem¬ 
ples, and fastened it into the ground; 
tor ho was fast aBlcep and weary. 
Po ho died. 

22 And, behold, as Barak pursued 
Sieera, JacI came out to meet him, 
and said unto him, Come, and I will 
show theo the man whom thou seek- 
est. And when he came into her tent, 
behold, Siscra lay dead, and the nail 
was in his tomplos. 

23 So G od subdued on that day Jabin 
tho king of Canaan before tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

24 And the hand of the children 
of Israel prospered, and prevailed 
against Jaoin the king of Canaan, 
until they had destroyed Jabiu king 
of Canaan. 

CHAPTER V. 

Tht tong of Deborah and Barak. 
IIEN sang Deborah and Barak 
the son of Ahinoam on that, day, 
saying, 

2 Praise ye the Lord for the aveng¬ 
ing of Israel, whon the people will¬ 
ingly offered thomsolves. 

3 Hear, 0 ye kings; give ear, 0 
ye prinoefl; I, even I, will sing unto 
the Lord; I will Bing praise to tho 
Lord Qod of Israol. 

4 Lord, when thou wentcat out of 
Scir, whon thou marchcdst out of tho 
field of Edom, the earth trembled, 
and the heavens dropped, the clouds 
also dropped water. 

I) Tho mountains melted from bo- 
foro tho Lord, even that Sinai from 
before tho Lord God of Israel. 

6 In the days of Shntngar the son 
of Anath, in the days of Jael, the 
highways were unoccupied, and tho 
travellers walked through byways. 

7 The inhabitants of tho villages 
ceased, they ooased in Israol, until 
that I Deborah arose, that I arose a 
mother in Israel. 

8 They chose new gods; then was 
war in the gates; was there a shield 
or spear seen among forty thousand 
in Israol7 

9 My heart Is toward the governors 
of Israel, that offered themselves will¬ 
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ingly among the people. Bless ye 
the Lord. 

10 Speak, ye that ride on white 
asses, ye that sit in judgment, and 
walk by the way. 

11 They that are delivered from the 
noise of archers in tho places of draw¬ 
ing water, there shall they rehearse 
the righteous acts of the Lord, even 
the righteous aots toward the inhabit¬ 
ants of his villages in Israel; then 
shall the people of the Lord go down 
to the gates. 

12 Awake, awake, Deborah ; awake, 
awake, utter a song; arise, Barak, 
and lead thy captivity ouptive, thou 
son of Abinoam. 

13 Then he made him that remain- 
eth have dominion over the nobles 
among the people; the Lord made 
mo have dominion over the mighty. 

14 Out of Ephraim was there a root 
of them agaiust Amalek ; after thee, 
Benjamin, among thy people ; out of 
Machir came down governors, and 
out of Zebulun they that handle the 
pen of tho writer. 

15 And the princes of Issaohar were 
with Deborah; even Issaohar, and 
also Barak; he waB sent on foot into 
the valley. For the divisions of Reu¬ 
ben there were great thoughts of 
heart. 

10 Why abodeBt thou among the 
shcepfolds, to hear the bleatings of 
the flocks 7 For the divisions of Reu¬ 
ben there wore groat searchings of 
heart. 

17 Gilead abode beyond Jordan; 
and why did Dan remaiD in ships f 
Ashercontinuod on tho sea-shore, and 
abode in his breaches. 

19 Zebulun and Naphtali were a 
people that jeoparded their lives 
uuto the death in the high plaoes of 
the field. 

19 The kings came and fought; 
then fought the kings of Canaan in 
Taanach by the waters of Megiddo; 
thoy took no gain of money. 

20 They fought from heaven ; the 
stars in their oourses fought against 
Sisera. 

21 The river of Kishon swept them 
away, that ancient river, the rivet 
Kishon. 0 my soul, thou hftst trod¬ 
den down strength. 

22 Then wore tho horse-hoofs bro¬ 
ken by the means of the pranoings, 
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the prancings of their mighty ones. 

23 Curse ye Moroz, said the angel 
of the Lord, curse ye hitlerly the 
inhabitants thereof; because they 
camo not to the help of the Lord, 
to the help of the Lord against the 
mighty. 

24 Blessed ahove women shall Jacl 
the wife of lleber the Kenite be: 
hlessed shall she be above women in 
the tent. 

25 He asked water, and sbe gave 
him milk; she hrought forth butter 
in a lordly dish. 

26 She pat her hand to the nail, 
and her right hand to the workmen’s 
hammer; and with the hammer she 
smote Sisera, ehe smote off his head, 
when she had pierced and stricken 
through his temples. 

27 At her feet ne bowed, he fell, ho 
lay down; at her feet he bowed, he 
fell; where he bowed, thero he fell 
down dead. 

28 The mother of Sisera looked out 
at a window, and cried through the 
lattice, Why is his chariot so long in 
coming 7 why tarry the wheels of his 
chariots ? 

29 Her wise ladies answered her, 
yea, she returned answer to herself, 

30 Have they not sped 7 have they 
not divided the prey ; to every man 
a damsel or two; to Sisera a prey of 
divers colours, a prey of divers co¬ 
lours of needlework, of divers colours 
of needlework on both sides, meet for 
the neoks of them that take the spoil ? 

31 So let all thine enemies perish, 
0 Lord ; but let them that love him 
be as the sun when he goelh forth in 
his might. And the land had rest 
forty years. 

CHAPTKR VI. 

Ute Trraeliles for their tin art npprrjsed—A 

prophet rebuketh them — An angel servlet h 

Gideon far their deliverance — Gideon't 

army — Gideon’s signs. 

ND the children of Israel did evil 
in the sight of the Lord ; and the 
Lord delivered them into tho hand 
of Midian seven years. 

2 And the hand of Midi&n prevailed 
againBt Israel; and because of the 
Midianites the children of Israel 
made thorn the dens which are in 
the mountains, and oaves, and strong¬ 
holds.

5 For they came up with their cat¬ 
tle aDd their tents, and they came ai 
grasshoppers for multitude; for hotb 
they and their camels were without 
number; and they entered into the 
land to destroy it. 

6 And Israel was greatly impover 
ished hecause of the Midianites ; and 
the children of Israel cried unto th** 
Lord. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
children of Israel cried UDto the 
Lord becanae of the Midianites, 

3 That the Lord sent a prophet 
unto the children of Israel, which 
said onto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, I brought you up from 
Egypt, and brought you forth out of 
the house of bondage ; 

9 And I delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of 
the hand of all that oppressed you, 
and drave them out from before you, 
and gave you their land ; 

10 And I said unto you, I am the 
Lord your God ; fear not the gods of 
the Amorites, in whose lanj ye dwell. 
but ye have not obeyed my voice. 

11 And there came an angel of tie 
Lord, and sat under an oak which 
was in Ophrah, that pertained unto 
JoAsh the Abi-ezrito: and his son 
Gideon threshed wheat by the wine¬ 
press, to hide it from the Midianites. 

12 And the angel of the Lord ap 
neared unto him. and said unto him, 
The Lord is with thee, thou might; 
man of valour. 

13 And Gideon said unto him 0 
my Lord, if the Lord be with us, 
why then is all this befallen us? and 
where bo all his miracles which our 
fathers told us of, saying, Did not tho 
Lord hring us up from Egypt? but 
now the Lord bath forsaken us, and 
delivered us into the hands of the 
Midiauites. 

14 And (ho Lord looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, and 
thon bhalt save Israel from the hand 
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of the Midianltos; have not I sent 
thee 7 

15 Ad< 1 he said unto him, 0 my 
Lord, wherowith shall I save Israel? 
behold, my family is poor in Manas- 
seh, and I am the least in my father’s 
house. 

16 And the Lord said unto him, 
Surely I will be with thee, and thou 
sholt smite the Midianites as one 
man. 

17 And he said unto him, If now I 
have found grace in thy sight, then 
show mo a sign that thou talkcst with 
mo. 

18 Depart not hence, I pray thee, 
until I oomo unto thee, and bring 
forth my prescut, and set it boforo 
thee. Ana he said, I will tarry until 
thoa oomo again. 

19 And Qidoon went in, and made 
ready a kid, and unleavened cakes 
of an ephah of flour; the flesh he 
put in a hasket, and he put the broth 
in a pot, aud brought it out unto him 
under the oak, and presented it. 

20 And the angel of God said unto 
him, Tako the flcBb and the unlea¬ 
vened cakes, and lay them upon this 
rock, and pour out the broth. And 
hi did so. 

21 Then the angel of the Lord put 
forth the end of the staff that was in 
hie band, and touched the flesh nud 
the unleavened oakes; and there rose 
np Are out of the rock, and oonsumed 
the flesh and the unleavened cakes. 
Then the angel of the Lord departed 
out of his sight. 

22 And when GideoD perceived that 
he was an angel of tho Lord, Gideon 
said Alas, 0 Lord God! for bocauso 
I have seen an angol of the Lord faoo 
to face. 

23 And the Lord said unto him, 
Peace be unto thee; fear not; thou 
ehalt not die. 

24 Then Gideon built an oltar 
there unto tbo Lord, and called it 
Jehovah-shalom; unto this day it is 
yet in Ophrah of the Abi-czritos. 

25 Ana it came to pass the same 
night, that tho Lord said unto him, 
Take thy father's young bullock, 
even the second bullock of seven 
years old, and throw down the altar 
of Baal that thy father hath, and cut 
down the grovo that is by it; 

26 And build an altar unto the 
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Lord thy God upon the top of this 
rock, in the ordered place, and take 
the second bullock, and offer a burnt 
sacrifice with the wood of the grove 
which thou shalt out dowu. 

27 Then Gideon took ten men of 
his servants, and did as the Lord had 
said unto him; and so it was, because 
he feared his father’s household, and 
tho men of the oily, that he could not 
do it by day, that he did it by night. 

28 And when tho men of the city 
arose early in the morning, behold, 
the altar of Baal was cast down, and 
the grove was cat down that was by 
it, and the second bullock was offered 
upon the altar that was built. 

29 And they said one to another, 
Who hath done this thing? And 
when they inquired and asked, they 
said, Gideon the son of Joash hath 
done this thing. 

30 Then tho men of the oity said 
unto Joash, Bring out thy son, that 
ho may die; because he hath cast 
down the altar of Baal, and because 
he hath cut down the grove that was 
by it.. 

31 And Joash said unto all that 
stood against him, Will ye plead for 
Baal? will ye save him 7 be that will 
plead for him, lot him be put to 
death whilst it is yet morning; if he 
be a god, let him plead for himself, 
beoaueo one hath cast down his altar. 

32 Therefore on that day he called 
him Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal 
plead against him, bocause he hath 
thrown down his altar. 

33 Then all the Midiauites and the 
Amalckitcs and the ohildren of the 
east were gathered together, and 
went over, and pitched in the valley 
of Jczrcel. 

31 But tho Spirit of the Lord came 
upon Gideon, and he blew a trumpet; 
and Abi-ezcr was gathered after him. 

35 And he sent messengers through¬ 
out all Mnn&sseh; who also was 
gathered after him, and he sent 
messengers unto Asher, and unto 
Zebulun, and unto Naphtali; and 
they cnine up to meet them. 

36 And Gideon said unto God, If 
thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, 
as thou hast said, 

37 Bohold, I will put a fleece of 
wool in the floor; and if the dew he 
on the fleece only, and It be dry upon 
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all the earth Derides, then shall I 
know that thou wilt savo Israel by 
mine hand, as Ihou hast said. 

38 And it was so; for ho rose up 
early on the morrow, and thrust toe 
fleece togothor, and wringed the dew 
out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. 

39 And Gideon said unto God, Let 
not thine anger be hot against roe, 
and I will speak but this once; let 
me prove, I pray thee, but this onco 
with the fleece; let it now he dry 
only upon tho fleece, and upon all 
the ground let there be dew. 

40 And God did so that night; for 
it was dry upon the fleceo only; and 
there was dew on all tho ground. 

CHAPTER vn. 

Gideon's army of three hundred — The dream 
of the hartey cake—Hus stratagem. 
URN Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, 
and all the people that were with 
him. rose up early, and pitched beside 
the well of Harod; so that tho host 
of the Midianitee were on the north 
side of them, by the hill of Moreh, in 
the valley. 

2 And the Lord said nnto Gideon, 
The people that aro with thee arc 
too many for me to give the Midian- 
ites into their hands, lest Israel vaunt 
themselves againBt me, saying, Mine 
own hand hath saved me. 

3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in 
the oars of the people, saying, Who¬ 
soever is fearful and afraid, let him 
return and depart early from mount 
Gilead. And thero returned of the 
people twenty and two thousand; 
and there remained ten thousand. 

4 And the Lord said onto Gideon, 
The people are yet too many ; bring 
them down unto the water, and I will 
try them for thee there; and it shall 
be, that of whom I say unto thee, 
This shall go with thee; tho same 
shall go with thee; and of whomso¬ 
ever I soy unto thee, This shnll not 
go with theo, the sumo shall not go. 

5 So ho hrought down the people 
unto tho wator; and tho Lord said 
nnto Gideon, Every one that lappetb 
of tho water with his tongue, as a 
dog lappelh, him shalt thou set by 
himself; likowise every ono that bow- 
eth down upon his knees to drink. 

8 And tho number of them that 
lapped, putting their hand to their 
mouth, were three hundred men ; but 


all the rest of the people bowed down 
upon their knees to drink water. 

7 And the Lord said unto Gideon, 
By the three hundred men that 
lapped will T savo you, and deliver 
the Midianitcs into thine hand; and 
let all the other people go every mas 
unto his place. 

8 So the people took victaals in 
their hand, and their trumpets; and 
he Bent all the rest of Israel every 
mnn unto bis tent, and retained those 
three hundred men; and the host of 
Midian was beneath him in the 
valley. 

9 And it came to pass the same 
night, that tho Lord said unto him. 
Arise, get thee down unto the host; 
for I have delivered it into thine 
hand. 

10 But if thou fear to go down, go 
thou with Phurah thy servant down 
to the host; 

11 And thou shnlt hear what they 
say ; and afterward shall thine hand* 
ba strengthened to go down unto the 
host. Then went he down with 
Phurah his servant unto the outside 
of the armed men that were in the 
host. 

12 And the Midianitee and the 
Amalekites and all the children of 
the east lay along in the valley like 
grasshoppers for multitude : and their 
camels were without number, as lli»- 
sand by the sea-side for multitude. 

13 And when Gideon was conn- 
behold, there was a man that told a 
dream unto his fellow, and said. 
Behold, I dreamed a dreaui, and, h>. 
a enke of barley hread tumbled int" 
the host of Midian, and came unto * 
tent, and smote it that it fell, ami 
overturned it, that tho tent lay along 

14 And his fellow answered anil 
said, This is nothing else save the 
sword of Gideon the son of Joash, a 
man of Israel; for into his hand fialh 
God delivered Midian, and all the 
host. 

15 And it was so, when Gidoon 
heard tho telling of the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, that he 
worshipped, and returned into the 
host of Israel, and snid, Arise; for 
the Lord hath delivered iuto your 
hand the host of Midian. 

16 And ho divided the three hun¬ 
dred men into three companies, and 
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CHAPTER VIII. 


ne put a trumpet in every man's 
hand, with empty pitohers, and lamps 
wilbin tbo pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them, Look on 
me, and do likewise; and, behold, 
when I como to the outside of the 
camp, it shall be that, as I do, so 
shall ye do. 

18 When I blow with a trumpet, I 
and all that are with me, then blow 
ye the trumpets also on every sido of 
all the oamp, and say, The Bword of 
the Lord, aud of Gideon. 

19 So Gideon, and the hundred 
men that were with biin, came unto 
the outside of the camp in the be¬ 
ginning of the middle watch; and 
they had but newly set the watch; 
and they blew the trumpets, and 
brake the pitchers that were in their 
hands. 

20 And the three companies blew 
the trumpets and brake the pitohers, 
and held tho lamps in their left 
handu, and the trumpets in tboir 
right hands to blow withal; and 
thoy cried. The sword of tho Lord, 
aud of Gideon. 

21 And thoy stood every man in 
his place round about the camp ; and 
all tho host ran, and cried, and 
fled. 

22 And the three hundred blew tho 
trumpetB, and the Lord set every 
man's sword against hiB fellow, oven 
throughout all the host; and the host 
fled to Bolh-shitlah in Zererath, and 
to the bordor of Abel-mcholah, unto 
Tabbath. 

23 And the men of Israel gathered 
themselves together out of Naphtali, 
and out of Asher, and out of all Mn- 
naeBeh, and pursued after tbo Midian- 
ites. 

24 And Gideon sent messengers 
throughout all mount Ephraim, say¬ 
ing, Come down against tho Midian- 
itos, and take boforo them the waters 
unto Bcth-harah and Jordan. Thon 
all the men of Ephraim gathered 
thomsolvoB together, and took tho 
waters unto Both-barah and Jordan. 

25 And they took two princes of the 
Midianites, Orob and Zeeb ; and thoy 
Blow Orob upon the rock Orel), and 
Zeeb they slew at tho wine-press of 
Zccb,and pursued Midian,and brought 
tho heads of Orob and Zeeb to Gideon 
on the other side Jordan. 


CHAPTER Vin. 

Gideon pacifieth the Ephraimites—Succoth 
and Penuel are destroyed—Gideon revaiff- 
eth his brethren's death—His rphod cause 
of idolatry — Gideon's children, and death 
— The Israelites’ idolatry and ingratitude . 
ND the men of Ephraim said un¬ 
to him. Why hast thou served us 
thus, that thou calledst ns not, when 
thou wentest to fight with the Mid¬ 
ianites ?. And they did chido with 
him sharply. 

2 And he said nnto them, What 
have I done now in comparison of 
you? Is not the gleaning of the 
grapes of Ephraim better than the 
vintage of Aoi-ezer ? 

3. God bath delivered into your 
hands the princes of Midian, Orcb 
and Zeeb ; and what was I able to 
do in comparison of you ? Then their 
anger was abated toward him, when 
he had said that. 

4 And Gideon came to Jordan, and 
passed over, he, and the threo hun¬ 
dred men that woro with him, faint, 
yet pursuing them. 

5 And he said unto the men of 
Succoth, Give, I pray you, loaves 
of bread unto the people that follow 
me ; for they be faint, and lam pur¬ 
suing after Zcbah and Zalmunna, 
kings of Midian. 

6 And the princes of Sucooth said, 
Are tho hands of Zebah and Zal- 
inunna now in thine hand, that we 
should give bread unto thine army? 

7 And Gideon said, Therefore when 
the Lord bath delivered Zcbah and 
Zalmunna into mine hand, then 1 
will tear your flesh with the thorns 
of the wilderness and with hriere. 

8 And ho went up thence to Pennel, 
and spake unto them likewise; and 
tho men of Penuel answered him 
ns the men of Suocoth had answered 
him. 

9 And he spake also unto the men 
of Penuel, saying, When I oome 
again in peace, I will break down 
this tower. 

10 Now Zcbah and Zalmunna were 
in Rarkor, and their hosts with them, 
about fifteen thousand men, all that 
were left of all the hosts of the ohil- 
dren of tho east; for there fell a 
hundred and twenty thousand men 
that drew sword. 

11 And Gideon went np by the 
way of them that, dwelt in tents on 
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the east of Nobah and Jogbehah, I 
and smote the host; for the host was 
seoaro. 

12 And when Zcb&h and Zalmun- 
□a fled, ho pursued after them, and 
took the two kings of Midian, Zebah 
and Zalmunna, and discomfited all 
the host. 

13 And Gideon the son of Joash 
returned from battle before the sun 
was up, 

14 And caught a young man of the 
men of Succoth, and inquired of 
him ; and he described unto him the 
princes of Succoth, and the elders 
thereof, even three-score and seven¬ 
teen men. 

15 And he came unto the cien'of 
Succoth, and said, Behold Zebah and 
Zalmunna, with whom ye did apbr&id 
me, saying, Are the hands of Zebah 
and Zalmunna now in thine hand, 
that we should give bread unto thy 
men that are weary ? 

16 And he took the elders of the 
oity, and thorns of the wilderness, 
and briers, and with them he taught 
the men of Succoth. 

17 And he beat down the tower of 
Pcnuel, and slew the men of the 
cLy. 

13 Then said he unto Zebah and 
Zalmunna, What manner of men were 
they whom ye slew at Tabor? And 
they answered, As thou art, so were 
they ; each one resembled the chil¬ 
dren of a king. 

19 And he said, They were my 
brethren, even the suns of my mo¬ 
ther; as the Lord liveth, if ye hud 
saved them alive, I would not slay 
yoa. 

20 And he said unto Jether his first¬ 
born, Up, and Blay thorn. But the 
youth drow not his sword; for he 
feared, because he was yet a youth. 

21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, 
Rise thou, and fall upou us; for as 
the man is, so is his strength. And 
Gideon arose, and slew Zebah and 
Zalmunna, and took away tho or¬ 
naments that were on their oamels' 
necks. 

22 Then the men of Israel said un¬ 
to Gideon, Rule thou over us, both 
thou, and thy son, and thy son’s son, 
also ; for thou hast delivered us from 
the hand of Midian. 

23 And Gideon said unto them, I 


will not rule over you, neither shall 
my son rule over you ; the Lord shall 
rule over you. 

24 And Gideon said unto them, 1 
would desire a request of you, that 
ye would give me every man the ear¬ 
rings of his prey. (For they had 
golden ear-rings, because they were 
Ishmaelitcs.) 

25 And they answered, We will 
willingly give them. And they spread 
a garment, and did cast therein every 
man the ear-rings of his prey. 

26 And the weight of the golden 
ear-riDgs that he requested was a 
thousand and seven hundred shekels 
of gold; besides ornaments, and col¬ 
lars, and purple raiment that was on 
the kings of Midian, and besides the 
chains that were about their camels' 
necks. 

27 And Gideon made an ephod 
thereof, and put it in his city, oven in 
Ophrah; and all Israel went thither 
a whoring after it; which thing be¬ 
came a snare unto Gideon, and to his 
house. 

23 Thus was Midian subdued be¬ 
fore the children of Israel, so that 
they lifted up their heads no more. 
And the country was in quietness 
forty years in the days of Gideon. 

29 And Jerubbaal the son of Joash 
went and dwelt in his own house. 

30 And Gideon had three-score and 
ten sons of his body begotten ; for he 
had many wives. 

31 And his concubine that was in 
Shcchcm, she also bare him a son, 
whose name he called Abimelech. 

32 And Gideon the son of Joash 
died in a good old age, and was 
huried in the sepulchre of Joash 
his father, in Ophrah of the Abi- 
ezrites. 

33 And it came to pass, as soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children 
of Israel turned again, and went a 
whoring after Baalim, and made 
Baal-berith their god. 

34 And the children of Isi&el re¬ 
membered not the Lord their God. 
who had delivered them out of the 
hands of all their enemies on every 
side; 

35 Neither showed they kindness 
to the house of Jerubbaal, namely, 
Gideon, aooording to all the goodness 
which he had showed onto Israel 
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CITAPTBR H. | my good fruit, and go to be promoted 


Abimelech it mode king — Joiham't parable. 

— GanVx conspiracy—Jotham*t curie, 

ND Abimelech tho Eon of Jerub- 
bnal went to Shechem unto his 
mother’s brethren, and communed 
with them, and with all the family 
of tho house of his mother’s father, 
saying, 

2 Speak, I pray you, in the cars of 
all the men of Shcehem, Whether is 
better for you, either that all tho 
sons of Jerubbna), which are three¬ 
score and ten persons, reign over 
you, or that ono reign over you? re¬ 
member also that I am your bono 
and your flesh. 

3 And his mother's brethren spake 
of him in thj ears of all the men of 
Shechem all these words; and their 
hearts inclined to follow Abimclceh; 
for they said, lie is our brother. 

4 And they gavo him thrco-score 
and ten pieoes of silver out of the 
house of Baal-berith, wherewiLh 
Abimelech hired vain and light per¬ 
sons, which followed him. 

5 And ho went unto bis father’s 
houso at Ophrah, and slew his bre¬ 
thren the sons of Jorubbaal, being 
three-Bcoro and ton persons, upon 
one stone; notwithstanding, yet 
Jotham tho youngest son of Jerub- 
haal was left; for he hid himself. 

6 Aud all the mon of Shcchem ga¬ 
thered together, and all the houso of 
Millo, and went and made Abimelech 
king, by the plain of the pillar that 
was in Shechcm. 

7 And when they told it to Jotham, 
ho went and stood in the top of 
mount Oeritim, and lifted up his 
voice, and cried, and said unto them, 
Hearken unto mo, ye men of Sho¬ 
ehorn, that Qod may hearken unlo 
you. 

8 The treoB went forth on a time to 
anoint a king over ihoiu ; and they 
laid onto tho otivo tree, Reign thou 
over us. 

9 Bnt the olive treo said unto them, 
Should I leave my fatness, wherewith 
by me they honour God and man, 
and go to be promotod over the 
trees f 

10 And the trees Baid to the fl g 
tree, Come thou, and reign over us. 

11 But the flg tree said unto thorn. 
Should I forsake my swoetness, and 


over the treeB ? 

12 Then said Lhe trees unto the 
vine, Come thou, and reign over ns. 

13 And the vine said unto them. 
Should I leave my wine, which 
cheoreth God and uau, and go to be 
promoted over the trees ? 

14 Then said all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over 

UB. 

15 And the bramble said unto the 
trees, If in truth ye auoint me king 
over you, then come and put your 
trust in my shadow; and if not, let 
fire come out of the bramble, and de¬ 
vour the cedars of Lebanon. 

10 Now therefore, if ye have dooo 
truly and sincerely, in that ye have 
made Abimelech king, and If yo have 
dealt well with Jcrubbaal ami his 
house, and have done unto him 
according to the deserving of his 
hands; 

17 (For my father fought for you, 
and adventured his life far, and de¬ 
livered you out of the hand of 
Midian ; 

18 And ye are risen up against my 
father’s house this day, and have 
slain his sons, three-soore and ten 
porsons, upon ono stono, and have 
made Abimelech, the eon of his maid 
servant, kiug ovor the men of She¬ 
chcm, bccuuso ho is your brother ;) 

19 If ye then have dealt truly and 
sincerely with Jcrubbaal and with 
his house this day, then rejoice ye 
in Abimelech, aud let him also re¬ 
joice in you; 

20 But if not, let fire come out from 
Abimelech, and devour the men of 
Shcchem, and the house of Millo; 
and lot fire come out from the men 
of Shechem, and from the bouse of 
Millo, and devour Abimelech. 

21 And Jotham ran away, ind fled, 
and went to Beer, and dw t there, 
for foar of Abimelech his brother. 

22 When Ahimelooh had reigned 
throe years over Israol, 

23 Then God sent an evil spirit be¬ 
tween Abimelech and the men of 
Sheehom; and the men of Shechem 
dealt treacherously with Abimelech, 

24 That the cruelty done to the 
three-score and ten sons of Jernbbaal 
might oomo, and thoir blood be laid 
upon Abimelech their brother, which 
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slew tnem, and npon the men of 
Shechem, which aided him in the 
killing of his brethren. 

25 And the men of Shechem Bet 
Here in wait for him in the top of the 
mountains, and they robbed all that 
came along that way by them; and 
it was told Abimelech. 

20 And Gaal the son of Ebed came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Shechem; and the men of Sbcchcm 
pot their confidence in him. 

27 And they went ont into the fields, 
and gathered their vineyards, and 
trodc the grapes, and made merry, 
and went into the house of their god, 
and did eat and drink, and cursed 
Abimelech. 

28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said, 
Who is Abimelech, and who is She¬ 
chem, that we should serve him ? is 
not he the son of Jerubbaal ? and 
Zebul his officer? Gerve the meo of 
ITamor the father of Shcchcm; for 
why should we serve him? 

29 And would to God these people 
were under my hand! then would I 
remove AhimclccU. And ho Baid to 
Abimelech, Increase thine army, and 
oome out. 

30 And when Zehul the ruler of the 
oity heard the words of Gaal the son 
of Ebed, his anger was kindled. 

31 And he sent messengers unto 
Abimelech privily, sayiDg, Behold, 
Gaal tne son of Ebed and his bre¬ 
thren be come to Shechem : and, bo- 
hold, they fortify the city against 
thee. 

32 New therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that is with thee, and 
lie in wait in the field; 

33 And it shall be, that in the 
morning, as soon as the sun is up, 
thou shalt rise early, and set upon 
the city; and, behold, when he and 
the people that is with him come out 
against thee, then mayest thou do to 
them aB thou shalt find occasion. 

34 And Abimelech rose up, and all 
the people that were with him, hy 
night, and they laid wait against 
Sheohem in four companies. 

35 And Gaal the son of Ebed went 
ont, and stood in the entering of tho 
gate of the oity; and Abimeleoh rose 
up, and the people that were with 
him, from lying in wait. 

10 And when Gaal saw the people, 


he said to Zebul, Behold, there come 
people down from the top of the 
mountains. And Zebul said unto 
him, Thon seest the shadow of the 
mountains as if they were men. 

37 And Gaal spoke again and said, 
See, there come people down by the 
middle of the land, and another com¬ 
pany come along by the plain of 
Meonenim. 

38 Then said Zebul unto him, Where 
is now thy mouth, wherewith thou 
saidst, Who is Abimelech, that we 
should serve him ? is not this the 
people that thon hast despiied? go 
out, I pray now, and fight wi*h 
them. 

39 And Gaal went ont before the 
men of Shechem, and fought with 
Abimelech. 

40 And Abimelech chased him, and 
he tied before him, and many were 
overthrown and wounded, even unto 
the entering of the gate. 

41 And Abimelech dwelt at Aru- 
mah-; and Zebul thrust out Gaal and 
his brethren, that they should not 
dwell in Shechem. 

42 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that the people went out into the 
field ; and they told Ahimelech. 

43 And ho took the people, and di¬ 
vided them into three companies, anil 
laid wait in tho field, and looked, and, 
behold, the people were come forth 
out of the city; and he rose up 

‘ against them, and smote them. 

; 44 And Abimelech, and the com¬ 
pany that was with him, rushed for¬ 
ward. and stood in the entering of 
the gate of the city; and the two 
other companies ran upon all the 
people that were in the fields, and 
slew them. 

45 And Abimolcch fought against 
the oity all that day; and he took 
the city, and slew the people that 
was therein, and heat down the city, 
and sowed it with salt. 

46 And when all the men of the 
tower of Shechem heard that, they 
entered into a hold of the house of 
tho god Bcrith. 

47 And it was told Abimeleoh, that 
all the men of the tower of Sheohem 
were gatherod together. 

48 And Abimeleoh gat him up to 
mount Zalmon, he and all the people 
that were with him; and Abimeleoh 
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look an axe in his hand, and out 
■ lo ivn a bough from the trees, and 
took it, and laid it on hie shoulder, 
and Baid unlo the people that were 
with him, What ye navo seen me do, 
make haste, and do as I have done. 

49 And all the peoplo likowise cut 
down every man nis bough, an d fol¬ 
lowed Abimelooh, and put them to 
tho hold, and set the hold on fire 
upon them; bo that all the men of 
the tower of Shechom died also, ahout 
a thousand men and women. 

50 Then went Abimelooh to Thebez, 
and encamped against Thebez, and 
took it. 

51 But there was a strong tower 
within the oity, and thither fled all 
tho men and women, and all they of 
the oity, and shut it to them, and gat 
them up to tho top of the tower. 

52 And Abimelech oame unto the 
tower, and fought against it, and 
wont hard unto the door of the tower 
to burn it with fire. 

53 And a certain woman cast a 
piece of a millstone upon Abiine- 
lech's head, and all to brake his 
skull. 

54 Then he called hastily unto the 
young man his armour-bearer, and 
said unto him, Draw thy sword, and 
Blay me, that tho mon Bay not of me, 
A woman Blew him. And his young 
man thrust him through, and he died. 

55 And when the men of Israel saw 
that Abimelech was dead, they de¬ 
parted every man unto his place. 

56 Thus God rendered the wicked¬ 
ness of Abimelech, whioh he did unto 
his father, in slaying his seventy 
brethren ; 

57 And all the evil of the mon of 
Sheohem did God rendor upon their 
heads; and upon them oame the 
ourse of Jothim the son of Jerub- 
baal. 

CHAPTER X. 

Tvln judgeth Irracl — They arc oppressed — 
Ufxm their repentance God pitielh them. 
ND alter Abimelooh there arose 
to defend Israel Tola tho son 
of Puah, the son of Dodo, a man of 
Issaohar; And he dwolt in Shamir in 
mount Ephraim. 

2 And be judged Israel twenty and 
three years, and died, and was buried 
In Shfttilr. 

8 And after him arose Jair, a Gil¬ 
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eadite, and judged Israel twenty and 
two years. 

4 And he had thirty sons that rode 
ou thirty ass colts, and they had thirty 
cities, which are called Havoth-jair 
unto this day, which are in the land 
of Gilead. 

5 And Jair died, and was buried in 
Cain on. 

6 And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the Bight of the Lord, 
and served Baalim, and Ashtaroth, 
and the gods of Syria, and the gods 
of Zidon, and the gods of Moab, and 
the gods of the children of Ammon, 
and the gods of the Philistines, and 
forsook the Lord, and served him not. 

7 And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel, and ho sold them 
into the hands of tho Philistines, 
and into the hands of the children 
of Ammon. 

8 And that year they vexed and 
oppressed the children of Israel; 
eighteen years, all the children of 
Israel that were on the other side 
Jordan in the land of the Amorites 
which is in Gilead. 

9 Moreover the children of Ammon 
passed over Jordan to fight also 
against Judah, and against Benja¬ 
min, and against the hoase of 
Ephraim; so that Israel was sore 
distressed. 

10 And the children of Israel cried 
unto the Lord, saying, We have sinned 
against thee, both because we have 
forsaken our God, and also served 
Baalim. 

11 And the Lord said unto the 
children of Israel, Did not I de¬ 
liver you from the Egyptians, and 
from the Amorites, from the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, and from tho Phil¬ 
istines? 

12 The Zidonians also, and the 
Arnalekites, and the Maonites, did 
oppress you; and ye cried to me, 
and I delivered you out of their 
hand. 

13 Yet yo have forsaken me, and 
served othor gods; wherefore I will 
dolivor you no more. 

14 Go and ory unto the gods whioh 
ye have ohoBen ; let them deliver you 
in the time of your trihulation. 

15 And the children of Israel said 
unto the Lord, We have sinned; do 
thou unto us whatsoover seerreth 
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good unto the a; deliver us only, we 
pray thee, this day. 

16 And they put away tho strange 
gods from among them, and served 
the Lord; and his soul was grieved 
for the misery of Israel. 

17 Then the children of Ammon 
were gathered together, and en¬ 
camped in Gilead. And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel assembled themselves 
together, and encamped in Mizpch. 

18 And the people and princes of 
Gilead said to one another, What 
man is he that will begin to Oght 
against the children of Ammon? he 
shall bo head over all the inhabitants 
of Gilead. 

CHAPTER XL 

The covenant of Jephthah. — Jephthah'» vow. 
OW Jephthah the Gileadite was 
a mighty man of valour, and he 
was the son of a harlot; and Gilead 
begat Jephthah. 

2 And Gilead’s wife bare him sons; 
and his wife’s sons grew up, and they 
thrust out Jephthah, and said unto 
him, Thou shalt not inherit in our 
father’s house; for thou art the son 
of a strange woman. 

3 Then Jephthah fled from his bre¬ 
thren, and dwelt in the land of Tob; 
and there were gathered vain men to 
Jephthah, and went ont with him. 

4 And it came to pass in process of 
time, that the children of Ammon 
made war against Israel. 

5 And it was so, that when the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon made war against 
Israel, the elders of Gilead went to 
fetoh Jephthah out of the land of 
Tob; 

0 And they said unto Jephthah, 
Come, and bo our captain, that we 
may fight with the ohildrcn of Am¬ 
mon. 

7 And Jephthah said unto tho elders 
of Gilead, Did not ye halo me, and 
expel mo out of my father’s houec ? 
and why are yo como unto mo now 
when ye are in distress? 

8 And the ciders of Gilead said 
onto Jephthah, Therefore wo turn 
again to thee now, that thou mayest 
go with us, and fight agninst the 
ohildrcn of Ammon, and be our head 
over all tho inhabitants of Gilcnd. 

9 And Jephthah said unto the elders 
of Giload, If ye bring mo home again 
to fight against the children of Am¬ 


mon, and the Lord deliver them be¬ 
fore me, shall I be your head? 

10 And the elders of Gilead said 
unto Jephthah, The Lord be witness 
between ns, if wc do not so according 
to thy words. 

11 Then Jephthah went with the 
elders of Gilead, and the people made 
him head and captain over them; 
and Jephthah uttered all his words 
before the Lord in Mizpch. 

12 And Jephthah sent messengers 
unto the king of the children of Am¬ 
mon, saying, What hast thou to do 
with me, that thou art come againBt 
me to fight in my land? 

13 And the king of the children of 
Ammon answered unto the messen¬ 
gers of Jephthah, Decause Israel took 
away my land, when they came np 
out of Egypt, from Arnon even unto 
Jahbok, and unto Jordan; now there¬ 
fore restore those lands again peace¬ 
ably. 

14 And Jephthah sent messengers 
agafb unto the king of the children 
of Ammon; 

15 And said unto him, Thus saith 
Jephthah, Israel took not away the 
land of Moab, nor the land of the 
children of Ammon; 

10 But when Israel came up from 
Egypt, and walked through tne wil¬ 
derness unto the Red sea, and came 
to Kndesh; 

17 Then Israel Bent messengers 
unto the king of Edom, saying, Let 
me, I pray thee, pass through thy 
land; but the king of Edom would 
not hearken thereto. And in like 
manner they sent unto the kiDg of 
Moab; but he would not consent; 
and Israel abodo in Kadcsh. 

18 Then they went along throngh 
the wilderness, and compassed the 
land of Edom, and the land of Moab, 
and came by tho cast side of the land 
of Moab, aod pitched on the other 
side of Arnon, out came not withir 
the border of Moab; for Arnon was 
the border of Moab. 

19 And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, the king 
of lleshbon; and Israel said unto him, 
Let us pass, wo pray thee, through 
thy land into my place. 

20 But Sihon trustod not Israel 
to pass through his coast; hut Sihon 
gathered all his people together, aod 
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pitched in Jahac, and fought againBt 
Israel. 

21 And the Lord Qod of Israel de¬ 
livered Sihon and all his people into 
the hand of Israel, and they smote 
them; so Israel possessed all the land 
of the Amorites, tho inhabitants of 
thnt oountry. 

22 And they possessed all the coasts 
of the Amorites, from Arnon even 
anto Jabbok, and from the wilderness 
even unto JordaD. 

23 So now the Lord God of Israel 
hath dispossessed the Amorites from 
before his people Israel, and ehouldest 
thou possess it ? 

24 Wilt not thou possess that which 
Chemosh thy god giveth thee to pos¬ 
sess ? So whomsoever the Lord our 
God shall drive out from before us, 
them will we possess. 

25 And now art thou any thing 
better than Dnlak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab ? did he ever strivo 
against Israel, or did he ovor fight 
against them, 

2(1 While Israol dwelt in Hcshbon 
uml her towns, and in Aroer and her 
towns, and in all the cities that be 
along by tho coasts of Arnon, three 
hundred years? why therefore did ye 
not recover them within that time? 

27 Wherefore I have not sinned 
ugainst thco, but thon doest me 
wroug to war against me; tho Lord 
tbo Judgo bo judge this day between 
the children of Israol and the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon. 

2ft Ilowbcit tbo kiDg of the chil¬ 
dren of Amuion hearkened not unto 
tho words of Jcphthah which ho sent 
him. 

29 Then tho Spirit of the Lord 
came upon Jephlhah, and ho passed 
over Gilead, and Manassch, and 

f taBsed over Mizpeh of Gilead, and 
roni Mizpoh of Gilead ho passed 
over unto tho children of Ammon. 

30 And Jephtbah vowed a vow unto 
the Lord, and said, If thou shalt 
without fail deliver the children of 
Ammon into my hands, 

31 Thon it shall bo, that whatso¬ 
ever comoth forth of tho doors of my 
house to meet me, when I return in 
peace from the children of Ammon, 
■hall suroly be tho Lord's, and I will 
offer It up for a hurnt offering. 

32 So Jephthah passed over unto tho 


children of Ammon to fight against 
them; and the Lord delivered them 
into his hands. 

33 And he smote them from Aroer, 
even till thou cotne to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, aod unto the plain of 
the vineyards, with a very great 
slaughter. Thus the children of Am¬ 
mon were subdued before the chil¬ 
dren of Israel. 

34 And Jcphthah came to Miz¬ 
peh unto his house, and behold, hie 
daughter came out to meet him with 
timbrels and with dances; and she 
was his only child ; beside her he had 
neither son nor daughter. 

35 And it came to pass, when he 
saw her, that he rent his clothes, and 
said, Alas, my daughter! thou ha9t 
brought me very low, and thou art 
one of them that trouble me; for I 
have opened my moulh unto the 
Lord, and I cannot go back. 

30 And she said unto him, My fa¬ 
ther, if thou hast opened thy mouth 
unto the Lord, do to me according to 
that which hath proceeded out of thy 
mouth; forasmuch as the Lord hath 
taken vengeance for thee of thine 
enemies, even of the children of Am¬ 
mon. 

37 And she said unto her father, 
Let this thing bo done for me; let me 
alone (wo months, that I may go up 
and down upon the mountains, and 
bewail iny virginity, I and my fel¬ 
lows. 

38 And he said, Go. And he sent 
her away for two months; and she 
went with her companions, and be¬ 
wailed her virginity upon the moun¬ 
tains. 

39 And it came to pass at the end 
of two months, thut she returned 
unto her father, who did with her 
according to his vow which ho had 
vowed ; and she knew no man. And 
it was a custom in Israel, 

40 That the dftughters of Israol 
went yearly to lament tho daughter 
of Jcphthah tho Giloadito four days 
in a year. 

CHAPTER XII. 

TV ShibboUlh-~^Jej>hlhah dielfi — lbum. 
/’/on, and Abdun, judged ltrad. 

ND the men of Ephraim gathered 
themselves together, and went 
northward, and said unto Jephthah, 
Whoroforo passedat thou over to fight 
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against the children of Ammon, and 
didst not call ua to go with thee? we 
will burn thine houBe upon thee with 
lire. 

2 And Jephthah said unto them, I 
and my people were at greAt strifo 
with the ohildren of Ammon; and 
when I called you, ye delivered me 
not out of their hands. 

3 And when I saw that ye delivered 
tue not, I put my life in my haod.-i, 
and passed over against the children 
of Ammon, and the Lord delivered 
them into my hand ; wherefore then 
are yc come up unto me this day, to 
fight against me ? 

4 Then Jephthah gathered together 
all the men of Gilead, and fought 
with Ephraim; and the men of Gil¬ 
ead smote Ephraim, because they 
said. Ye Gileadites are fugitives of 
Ephraim among the Ephraimitea, 
and among the M&nassites. 

5 And tho Gileadites took the pas¬ 
sages of Jordan before the Ephrnim- 
ites; and it was so, that when those 
Ephraimitcs which were escaped said, 
Let me go over, that the men of Gilead 
said unto him. Art thou an Ephraim- 
ite ? If ho said, Nay ; 

6 Then said they unto him, Say 
now Shibboleth; and ho said Sib- 
bolet; for he could not frame to 

rononnee it right. Then they took 

im, and slew him at the passages 
of Jordan; and thore fell at that 
time of the Ephraimitcs forty and 
two thousand. 

7 And Jephthah judged Israel six 
years. Then died Jephthnh the Gil¬ 
eadite, and was buried in one of the 
oities of Gilead. 

8 And afterhim Ibzan of Deth-lehcm 
judged Israel. 

9 And he had thirty sons, and thirty 
daughters, whom he 6ent abroad, and 
took in thirty daughters from abroad 
for his sons. And ho judged Israel 
seven years. 

10 Then died Ibzan, and was buriod 
at Beth-lehem. 

11 And after him Elon, a Zobulon- 
ite, judged Israel; and he judged 
Israel ten years. 

12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, 
and was buried in Aijalon in Ibe 
country of Zebulun. 

13 And after him Abdon the son of 
Hillel, a Pirathonito, judged Israel. 


14 And he had forty sons and thirty 
nephews, that rode on three-score and 
ten ass colts; and he judged Israel 
eight years. 

15 And Abdon the son of Hillel the 
Pirathonite died, and was buried iu 
Pirathon in the land of Ephraim, in 
the mount of the Amalekites. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

]rrasl is tn the hands of the Philistines —> n 

angel appeareVt to Slanoah's vrift, and to 

i lanoah — Hannah's sacrifice—Sanison u 

bom. 

XD the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the 
Lord; and tho Lord delivered them 
into the hands of the Philistines forty 
years. 

2 And there was a certain man of 
Zor&h, of the family of the Danitee, 
whose name was Manoah; and his 
wife was barren, and bare not. 

3 And the angel of the Lord ap* 
eared unto the woman, and said nnto 
er, Behold now, thou art barren, and 

hearest not; but thou shall conceive, 
and bear a son. 

4 Now therefore beware, I pray thee, 
and drink not wine nor strong drink, 
and eat not any unclean thing; 

5 For, Io, thou shalt conceive, and 
bear a son ; and no razor shall come 
on his head; for the child shall he a 
Nazarite unto God from the womb; 
and he shall begin to deliver Israel 
out of the hand of the Philistines. 

6 Then the woman came and told 
her husband, saying, A man of God 
came unto me, aud his countenance 
was like the countenance of an angel 
of God, very terrible; but I asked 
him not whence he was, neither told 
he me his name; 

7 But he said unto me, Dehold, thou 
shalt conceive, and bear a son ; and 
now drink no wine nor strong drink, 
neither ent any unclean thing; for 
the child shall be a Nazarite to God 
from the womb to the day ol his 
death. 

6 Then Manoah entreated the Lord, 
and said, 0 my Lord, let the man cf 
God which thou didst send oome again 
unto us, and teach us what we shall 
do unto the ohild that shall be 
born. 

9 And God hearkened to the voioe 
of Manoah; and the angel of God 
came again nnto the woman as she 
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sat in the field ; but Manoab her hus¬ 
band was not with her. 

10 And the woman made baste, and 
ran, and showed her husband, and 
said unto him, Behold, the man hath 
appeared unto me, that came unto me 
tne other day. 

11 And Manoah arose, and went 
after his wife, and came to the man, 
and said unto him, Art thou the man 
that spakost unto the woman ? And 
he said, I am. 

12 And Manoah said. Now let thy 
words come to pass. IIow shall wo 
order the child, and bow shall we do 
unto him ? 

13 And Lhe angel of tho Lord said 
unto Manoah, Of all that 1 said unto 
the woman let hor beware. 

14 She may not eat of any thing 
that cometh of the vine, neither let 
her drink wine or strong drink, nor 
eat any unclean thing; all that I 
commanded hor lot hor observe. 

15 And Manoah said uuto tho angel 
of tho Lord, 1 pray thee, Let us de¬ 
tain then, until we shall have made 
ready a kid for thee. 

10 And the angel of Lhe Lord said 
unto Manoah, Though thou detain 
me, I will not eat of thy bread ; and 
if thou wilt oiler a burnt offering, 
thou must offer it unto tho Lord. 
For Manoah know not that he was an 
angel of tho Lord. 

17 And Manoah said unto tho angel 
of tho Lord, What is thy name, that 
whon thy sayings oome to pass we 
may do thee honour ? 

18 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto him, Why aekost thou thus after 
my name, seeing it is secret? 

16 Bo Manoah took a kid with a 
moat offering, and offered it upon a 
rock unto the Lord; and the angol 
did wondrously; and Manoah and his 
wife looked on. 

20 For it oame to pass, when tho 
flame went up toward heaven from 
off the altar, that the angel of tho 
Lord asoonded in the flame of tho 
altar; and Manoah and his wife 
looked ou it, and fell on their faoes 
to tho ground. 

21 But the angel of the Lord did no 
more appoar to Manoah and to his 
wife. Th on Manoah know that he 
was an angel of the Lord. 

22 And Manoah said unto his wife, 
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We shall surely die, because we have 
seen God. 

23 But his wife said unto him, If 
the Lord were pleased to kill us, he 
would not have received a burnt offer¬ 
ing and a meatoffering at our hands, 
neither would he have showed us all 
these things, nor would as at this 
time have told us such 'hings as 
these. 

24 And the woman bare a son, and 
called his name Samson; and the 
child grew, and the Lord blcsBed 
him. 

25 And the Spirit of the Lord began 
to move him at times in the camp of 
Ban between Zorah and Eshtaol. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Saouton killeth a lum—Ue findsth honey in 

Vie carcass — Samson't marriage feast — 

flis riddle—He spoileth thirty Philistines. 
NL> Saiuson went down to Tim- 
nalh, and saw a woman in Tim- 
nalh of tho daughters of the Philis¬ 
tines. 

2 Anil he came up, und told hiB 
father and his mother, and said, 1 
have seen a woman in Tiznnath of 
the daughters of the Philistines; now 
therefore get her for me to wife. 

3 Then his father and his mother 
said unto him, Is there never a 
woman among the daughters of thy 
brethren, or among all my people, 
that thou goest to take a wife of the 
uncircumcised Philistines ? And Sam¬ 
son said unto his father, Get her for 
me ; for she pleaseth me well. 

4 But his father and bis mother 
knew not that it was of the Lord, 
that he sought an oocasion against 
the Philistines; for at that time tho 
Philistines bad dominion over Israel. 

5 Then went Samson down, and 
his father and hie mother, to Tiin- 
nalh, and came to the vineyards of 
Timnath; and, behold, a young lion 
roared against him. 

6 And the Spirit of the Lord came 
mightily upon him, and he rent him 
as ho would have rent a kid, and he 
had nothing in his hand; but he told 
not his father or his mother what he 
had done. 

7 And he wont down, and talked 
with the woman ; and she pleased 
Samson well. 

8 And after a time he returned to 
take hor, and he turned aside to see the 
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oarcasB of the Mod ; and, behold, there 
was a swarm of bees and honey in 
the carcass of the Hon. 

9 And he took thereof in his hands, 
and went on eating, bDd came to his 
father and mother, and he gave them, 
and they did eat; but he told not 
them that he had taken the honey 
out of the carcass of the Mod. 

10 So his father went down unto 
the woman ; and Samson made there 
a feast; for so used the young men 
to do. 

11 And it cajne to pass, when they 
saw him, that they brought thirty 
companions to be with him. 

12 And Samson said unto them, I 
will now put forth a riddle unto you; 
if ye can certainly dcclaro it me 
within the seven days of the feast, 
and find it out, then I will give you 
thirty sheets and thirty change of 
garments ; 

13 But if ye cannot declare it me, 
then shall ye give me thirty sheets 
and thirty change of garments. And 
they said onto him, Put forth thy 
riddle, that we may hear it. 

14 And he said unto them, Out of 
the eater came forth meat, and out 
of the strong came forth sweetness. 
And they could not in three days ex¬ 
pound the riddle. 

15 And it came to pass on the 
Bevenlh day, that they said unto Sam¬ 
son’s wife, Entice thy husband, that 
he may declare unto us the riddle, 
lest we burn thee and thy father’s 
house with fire ; have ye ealted us to 
take that we have ? is it not so ? 

16 And Samson’s wife wept before 
him, and said, Thou dost but hate me, 
and lovest me not; thou hast put 
forth a riddle unto the children of 
my people, and hast not told it me. 
And he said unto her. Behold, I have 
not told it my father nor my mother, 
and shall I tell it thee ? 

17 And she wept before him the 
seven days, while thoir feast lasted; 
and it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that he told hor, because sho 
lay sore upon him ; and sho told the 
riddle to tne children of her people. 

18 And the men of the city said 
unto him on the seventh day before 
the sun went down, What is sweeter 
than honey? and what is stronger 
than a lion ? And he said nnto them, 


If ye had not ploughed with my hel- 
fer, ye had not found out my riddle. 

19 And the Spirit of the Lord came 
upon him, and be went down to Ash- 
kelon, and slew thirty men of them, 
and took their spoil, and gave change 
of garments unto them which ex¬ 
pounded the riddle. And his anger 
was kindled, and he went up to his 
father’s house. 

20 But Samson’s wife was given to 
his oompanion, whom he had used as 
his frieDd. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Samson it denied hit wife—He bumeth the 
Philistine^ cam—Hit wife and her falhet 
are bum!—He it bound by the men of 
Judah, and delivered to the Ihdistims — 
He killcth them with a jawbone—God 
maketh a fountain far Aim. 

UT it came to pass within a while 
after, in the time of wheat har¬ 
vest, that Samson visited his wife 
with a kid ; and he said, I will go io 
to my wife into the chamber. But 
her father would not suffer him to go 
in. 

2 And her father Baid, I verily 
thought that thou hadst utterly hated 
her; therefore I gave her to thy com¬ 
panion ; is not her younger sister 
fairer than she ? take her, I pray 
thee, instead of her. 

3 Aod Samson said concerning 
them, Now shall I be more blameless 
than the Philistines, though 1 do 
them a displeasure. 

4 And Samsou went and caught 
three hundred foxes, and took fire¬ 
brands, and turned tail to tail, and 
put a firebrand in the midst between 
two tails. 

5 And when he had sot the brands 
on fire, he let them go into the stand¬ 
ing corn of the Philistines, and burnt 
np both the shocks, and also the 
standing corn, with the vineyards 
and olives. 

8 Then the Philistines said, Who 
hath dono this? And they an.wor- 
ed, Samsou, the son-in-law of the 
Timnite, because he had taken his 
wife, and given her to his compan¬ 
ion. And the Philistines came up. 
and burnt her and her father with 
fire. 

7 And Samson said unto them, 
Though ye have done this, yet will I 
be avenged of you, and after tint I 
will oease. 
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B And be Btnote them hip and thigh 
with a great slaughter; and he went 
down and dwelt in the top of the 
rock Etnm. 

9 Then tho Philistines went up, 
and pitched in Judah, and spread 
themsolvos in Lchi. 

10 And the men of Judah said, 
Why are ye come up against us ? 
And thej answered, To bind Samson 
are wo ceme up, to do to him as be 
hath done to ub. 

11 Then three thousand men of 
Judah wont to the top of the rock 
Elam, and said to Samson, Knowcst 
thou not that tho Philistines are 
rulers over uu ? what is tliiB that thou 
bust done unto ub ? And ho said un¬ 
to them, As they did unto me, sahave 
I dono unto them. 

12 And they aaid unto him, We are 
corao down to bind thoc, that wo may 
deliver theo into tho hand of the 
Philistines. And Samson said unto 
them, Swear unto me, that ye will not 
fall upon mo yourselves. 

13 And they spako unto him, say¬ 
ing, No; but wo will bind thoo fast, 
and deliver thee into their hand; 
but surely we will not kill thee. 
And they bound him with two now 
cords, and hrought him up from the 
rook. 

14 And when he oarne into Lehi, 
the Philistines shouted against him ; 
and the Spirit of the Lord enrno 
mightily upon him, and the cords 
that wore upon bis arms bocamo as 
flax that was burnt with Ore, And his 
bands looBod from off his hands. 

15 And ho found a now jawbone of 
an ass, and put forth his hand, and 
took it, ana slow a thousand inon 
therewith. 

18 And Samson said, With tho jaw¬ 
bone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, 
with tho jaw of an ass have I slain a 
thousand man. 

17 And it oatno to pass, when he 
had rnado an end of Rpeaking, that 
he oaRt away tho jawbone out of his 
hand, and called that place Ramath- 
lehi. 

18 And he was sore athirst, and 
aallod on tho Lord, and Baid, Thou 
hast given this great delivoranco into 
the hand of thy sorvant; and now 
shall I die for thirBt, and fall into tho 
hand of the unciroumoised ? 


10 But God clave a hollow place 
that was in the jaw, and there came 
water thereout; and when he had 
drunk, his spirit came again, and he 
revived; wherefore he called the 
name thereof En-hakkore, which is 
in Lchi unto this day. 

20 And he judged Israel in the days 
of the Philistines twenty years. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Stoismt airritih away the gates of the city of 

Ga:n — Delilah mtxceth him—His eyes art 

put out—He dieth. 

11EN went Samson to Gaza, and 
saw there a harlot, and went in 
unto her. 

2 Aud it was told the Gazites, say¬ 
ing, Samson ie come hither. And 
they compassed him in, and laid wail 
for him all night in the gate of the 
city, and were quiet all the night, 
saying, In tho morning, when it is 
duv, we shall kill him. 

3 And Samson lay till midnight, 
and arose at midnight, and took the 
doors of the gato of tho city, and the 
two posts, and went away with thorn, 
bar and nil, and put them upon hiB 
shoulders, and carried them up to 
the top of a hill that is hefore 
Hebron. 

4 And it came to paBB afterward, 
that he loved a woman in the valley 
of Sorok, whoso name was Delilah. 

5 And the lords of the Philistines 
came up unto her, and said unto her, 
Entice him, and see wherein his 
groat strength lieth, and by what 
means wo may prevail against him, 
that wo may bind him to afflict him; 
and we will give thee every one of ns 
eleven hundred pieces of stiver. 

6 And Delilah said to Samson, Tell 
mo, I pray thoo, wherein thy great 
strength lieth, and wherewith thou 
inightcsl bo bound to afflict thee. 

7 And Samson said unto hor, If 
they bind me with seven green witht 
that woro never dried, then shall I be 
weak, and bo as another man. 

8 Then tho lords of the Philistines 
brought up to hor seven green withi 
which haa not hoen dried, and she 
hound him with thorn. 

9 Now there woro tnen lying in 
wait, abiding with her in the chamber. 
And she said unto him, The Phili¬ 
stines he upon thee, Samson. And he 
brake the with?, as a thread of tow 
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Lb broken when it louchcth the fire. 
So his strength was not known. 

10 And Delilah anid unto Samson, 
Behold, thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lice; now tell me, I pray 
thee, wherewith thou uiighteat be 
bound. 

11 And be said unto her, If they 
bind me fast with new ropes that 
never were occupied, then shall I be 
weak, and be as another man. 

12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, 
and bound him therewith, and said 
unto him, The Philistines bo upon 
thee, Samaon. And thero were Here 
in wait abiding in the chamber. And 
he brake them from off hia arme liko 
a thread. 

13 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies; tell mo wherewitb thou 
mightcat be bound. And he said 
unto her, If thou weaveat the seven 
locks of my head with the web. 

14 And she fastened it with the pin, 
and said unto him, The Philistines 
be upon thee, Samson. And he 
awaked out of his Bleep, and went 
away with the pin of the beam, and 
with the web. 

15 And ahe said unto him, How 
oanst thou say, I love thee, when 
thine heart ia not with mo? Thou 
hast mocked me these three times, 
and hast not told me wherein thy 
great strength lieth. 

16 And it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, 
and urged him, so that hia soul was 
vexed unto death ; 

17 That he told her all hia heart, 
and eaid unto her, There hath not 
oome a razor upon mine head; for I 
have been a Nazarito unto God from 
my mother's womb; if I bo shaven, 
then my strength wilt go from me, 
and I shall become weak, and be like 
any other man. 

18 And when Delilah saw that he 
had told her all his heart, she sent 
and called for the lords of the Phi¬ 
listines, Baying, Come up this once, 
for he hath showed mo all his hoart. 
Then the lords of the Philistines came 
up unto her, and brought money in 
their hand. 

19 And Bhe made him sleep upon 
her kneeB; and she called for a man, 
and Bhe caused him to shave off the 


seven locks of his head; and she 
began to afflict him, and his strength 
went from him. 

20 And she said, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. And he awoke 
out of his sleep, and said, I will go 
out as at other times before, and 
shake myself. And he wist not that 
the Lord was departed from bim. 

21 But the Philistines took bim, and 
put out his eyes, and hrought bira 
down to Gaza, and bound him with 
fetters of brass; and he did grind in 
the prison house. 

22 llowbeit the hair of his head 
began to grow again after he was 
shaven. 

23 Then the lords of the Philistines 
gathered them together for to offer a 
great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, 
and to rejoice; for they said, Our 
god hath delivered Samson our 
enemy into onr hand. 

24 And when the people saw him. 
they praised their god ; for they said. 
Our god hath delivered into our hands 
our enemy, and the destroyer of our 
country, which slew many of us. 

25 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that they said, 
Call for Samson, that he may make 
us sport. And they called for Sam 
son out of the prison house; and he 
made them sport; and thoy set him 
between the pillars. 

26 And Samson said unto tbe lad 
that held him by the hand, Suffer me 
that I may feel the pillars whereupon 
the house staodeth, that I may lean 
upon them. 

27 Now the house was full of men 
and women; and all the 1ord9 of the 
Philistines were there; and there 
were upon the roof about three 
thousand men and women, that heheld 
while SAmson made sport. 

2S And Samson oalled unto the 
Lord, and said, 0 Lord God, remem¬ 
ber me, I pray thee, And strengthen 
me, 1 pray thee, only this once, 0 
God, that I may be at once avenged 
of tho Philistines for my two eyes. 

29 And Samson took hold of the 
two middle pillars upon whioh the 
house stood, and on which it was 
borne up, of the one with his right 
hand, and of tho other wrth his left. 

30 And Samson said, Let me die 
with the Philistines. And he bowed 
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himself with all his might; and the 
boose fell upoo the lords, and upon 
all the people that were therein. So 
the dead wnich he slew at hie death 
were more than they which he slew 
in his life. 

31 Then his hrelhren and all the 
bouse of hia father came down, and 
took him, and brought him up, and 
buried him between Zorah and Esh- 
taol in the burying-placo of Manonh 
his father. And he judged Israel 
twenty years. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

(if the money that J licah stole—Bis mother 
maketh images—lie hireth a Levite to be 
his priest. 

ND there was a man of mount 
Ephraim, whose name wub Mi- 

cah. 

2 And he said unto his mother, The 
cloven hundred shekels of silver that 
were taken from thee, about which 
thou cursedst, and spakest of also in 
mine ears, behold, the silver is with 
mo; I took it. And his mother said, 
Blessed be thou of tho Lord, my eon. 

3 And when he had restored tho 
eleven hundred shekels of silver to 
bis mother, bis mother said, I had 
wholly dedicated the silver unto the 
Lord from my hand for my son, to 
make a graven image and a molten 
imago; now therefore I will restore 
it unto thee. 

4 Yet he restored the monoy unto 
his mother; and hie mother took 
two hundred shekels of silver, and 
gave them to tho founder, who made 
thereof a graven image and a molten 
image; and they were in the house 
of Micah. 

5 And the man Micah had a house 
of gods, and made an epbou, and tera- ! 
phira, and conseoratod one of his 
sons, who became his priest. 

fl Id those days there was no king 
in Israel, but evory man did that 
which was right in his own eyes. 

7 And there was a young man out 
of Dcth-lehem-judah of the family 
of Judith, who was a Levilc, and he 
sojourned there. 

6 And tho man departed ont of the 
oity from Helh-lchoni-judah to so¬ 
journ where ho could find a plaoo; 
and he canio to mount Ephraim to 
tho honso of Mioah, as he journeyed. 

0 And Micah said unto him, Whence 
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oomeBt thou? And he said unto him, 
I am a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah 
and I go to sojourn where I may. find 
a place. 

10 And Mioah said unto him, Dwell 
with mo, and bo unto me a father 
and a priest, and I will give theo ten 
shekels of silver by the year, and a 
suit of apparel, and thy victuals. So 
the Levite went in. 

11 And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man ; and the young 
man was unto him as one of his 
sons. 

12 And Micah consecrated the 
Levite; and the young man became 
his priest, and was in tho house of 
Micah. 

13 Then said Micah, Now know I 
that the Lord will do me good, see¬ 
ing I have a Levite to my priest. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

The Danites seek an inheritance—They bring 

back news of good hope—They rob Micah 

—They set up idolatry. 

N those days there was no king 
in Israel; and in those days the 
tribe of tho Danitea sought them an 
inheritance to dwell in; for unto that 
day all their inheritance had not fall¬ 
en unto them among the trihes of Is¬ 
rael. 

2 And tho children of Dan sent 
of their family five men from their 
coasts, men of valour, from Zorah, 
and from Eshtaol, to spy out the 
land, aDd to searoh it; and they said 
unto them, Go, search the land; who 
when they came to mount Ephraim, 
to the house of Mioah, they lodged 
there. 

3 When they were by the house of 
Micah, they know the voice of the 

! young man the Levite: and they 
turned in thither, -.t 1 ’' *"‘r> him, 
Who brought theo hither? and w;..r 
makest thou in this place ? and what 
hast thou hero ? 

4 And ho said unto them, Thus and 
thus dealcth Mioah with me, and hath 
hired me, and I am his priest. 

5 And they said unto him, Ask 
counsel, we pray thee, of God, that 
wo may know whether our way which 
we go shall be prosperous. 

6 And the prieBt said onto them, 
Go in pcaoe; before the Lord is your 
way wherein ye go. 

7 Then the five men departed, and 
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nine to Latah, and saw the people 
that were therein, how they dwelt 
oareleBB, after the manner of the Zi- 
donians, quiet and secure ; and there 
no magistrate in the land, that 
might put them to shame in any¬ 
thing ; and they were far from the 
Zidonians, and had no business with 
any man. 

8 And they came nnto their bre¬ 
thren to Zorah and Eshtaol; and their 
brethren said nnto them, What say 
ye ? 

9 And they said, Arise, that we 
may go up against them ; for we 
have seen the land, and, behold, it 
is very good; and are ye still? be 
not slothful to go, and to enter to 
possess the land. 

10 When ye go, ye shall come un¬ 
to a people secure, and to a large 
land; for God hath given it into 
your hands; a place where there is 
no want of any tiling that is in the 
earth. 

11 And there went from thence of 
the family of the Danites, out of 
Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six hun¬ 
dred men appointed with weapons 
of war. 

12 And they went np, and pitched 
In Kiijath-jearim, in Jndah ; where¬ 
fore they called that place Mahanch- 
dan unto this day; Dehold, it 1 b be¬ 
hind Kiijath-jearim. 

13 And they passed thence nnto 
monnt Ephraim, and came unto the 
house of Micah. 

14 Then answered the five men 
that went to spy out the country of 
Laish, and said onto their brethren, 
Do ye know that there is in these 
houses an ephod, and teraphim, and 
a graven image, and a molten image? 
now therefore consider what ye have 
to do. 

15 And they turned thitherward, 
and oame to the house of the young 
man the Levite, even unto the house 
of Micah, and saluted him. 

16 And the six hundred men ap¬ 
pointed with thoir weapons of war, 
whioh were of the children of Dan, 
stood by tho entering of the gate. 

17 And the five men that went to 
spy oat the land went np, and oame 
in thither, and took the graven image, 
and the epbod, and the toraphim, 
and the molton image; and the priest 


stood in Lhe entering of the gate with 
the six handred men that were ap¬ 
pointed with weapons of war. 

18 And these went into Mioah’s 
house, and fetched the carved image, 
the ephod, and the teraphim, and the 
molten image. Then said the priest 
unto them, What do ye ? 

19 And they said onto him, Hold 
thy peace, lay thine hand npon thy 
mouth, and go with ns, and be to us 
a father and a priest; is it better for 
thee to be a priest unto the house of 
one man, or that thou be a priest 
unto a tribe and a family in Israel? 

20 And the priest's heart was glad, 
and be took the ephod, and the tera- 
phiin, and the graven image, and 
went in the midst of the people. 

21 So they turned ana departed, 
and put the little ones and the cattle 
and the carriage before them. 

22 And when they were a good 
way from the house of Micah, the 
men that were in the houses near 
to Micah’s house were gathered to 
gclher, and overtook the children of 
Dan. 

23 And they cried unto the chil¬ 
dren of Dan. And they turned their 
faces, and said nnto Micah, What 
aileth thee, that thon comest with 
snch a company ? 

24 And he said, Ye have taken 
away my gods which I made, and 
the priest, and ye are gone away; 
and what have I more ? and what is 
this that ye say unto me, What ailetb 
thee ? 

25 And the children of Dan said 
unto him, Let not thy voice be heard 
among us, lest angry fellows run 
npon thee, and thou lose thy life, 
with the lives of thy household. 

26 And the children of Dan went 
their way; and when Micah saw 
that they were too strong for him, 
he turned and went back unto his 
house. 

27 And they took the things which 
Mioah had made, and the priost 
which he had, and oame unto Laish, 
unto a people that were at quiet and 
secure; and they smote them with 
the edge of the sword, and burnt the 
oity with fire. 

28 And there was no deliverer, be¬ 
cause it was far from Zidon, and they 
had no business with any man; and 
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It wm in the valley that lieth by 
Beth-rehoh. And they built a oity, 
and dwelt therein. 

29 And they called the name of the 
city Dan, after the name of Dan their 
father, who was born unto Israel; 
howbeit the name of the oity waa 
Ln.iab at the first. 

30 And tho children of Dan set up 
the graven image ; and Jonathan, the 
son of Gershom, the son of Manassch, 
be and his sons were priests to the 
tribe of Dan until the day of the 
captivity of tho land. 

.''I And they act them up Micah’a 
graven image, which he made, all 
the time that the house of God waa 
in .Shiloh. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

A Levitt gotih to Beth-lehem — An old man 
<n Urta ineih him—The Gibeathites abuse 
his concubine to death—He divideth her 
into twelve pieces. 

A ND it came to pass in those days, 
when there was no king in Israel, 
that there was a certain Levito so¬ 
journing on the sido of mount Eph¬ 
raim, who took to him a concubine 
out of Beth-lchcm-judah. 

2 And his concubine played the 
whoro against him, and went away 
from him unto her father's house to 
Beth-lchcm-judah, and was there four 
whole months. 

3 And her liuebaDd arose, and went 
after her, to apeak friendly unto her, 
and to bring her again, having his 
servant with him, and a couple of 
asecB ; and she brought him into her 
father’s house; and when the father 
of the damsel sow him, ho rejoiced to 
meet him. 

4 And his father-in-law, tho dam¬ 
sel’s father, retained him; And be 
abode with him ibreo days; so they 
did eat and drink, and lodged there. 
£ And it oarnc to pass on tho fourth 
day, when they arose early in tho 
morning, that he roso up to depart; 
and the damsel's father said unto ki9 
son-in law, Comfort thine heart with 
a morsel of bread, and afterward go 
your way. 

fi And they sat down and did cat 
and drink both of them together; for 
the damsel's father had said unto the 
man, Bo content, I pray thee, and 
tarry all night, and let thine heart b« 
merry. 


7 And when the man ruse up to da* 
part, his falhcr-in-law urged him; 
therefore he lodged there again. 

8 And he arose early in the morn¬ 
ing on the fifth day to depart; and 
the damsel’s father said, Comfort 
thine heart, I pray thee. And they 
tarried until afternoon, and they did 
cat both of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to 
depart, he, &Dd his conoubine, and 
his servant, his father-in-law, the 
damscl’B father, said unto him, Be¬ 
hold, now the day drawolh toward 
evening, I pray yon tarry all night; 
behold, tho day groweth to an end, 
lodge here, that thine heart may be 
merry ; and to-morrow get you early 
on your way, that thou mayeat go 
home. 

10 But the man would not tarry 
that nighl, hut he rose np and de¬ 
parted, and camo over against Jcbus, 
which is Jerusalem; and there were 
with him two asses saddled, his con¬ 
cubine also was with him. 

11 And when they were by Jobus, 
the day was far spent; and tho ser¬ 
vant Baid unto his master, Come, I 
pray thee, and let us turn in into 
this city of the Jebnsites, and lodge 
in it. 

12 And his master said unto him, 
We will not turn aside hither into 
the city of a stranger, that is not of 
the children of Israel; wo will pass 
over to Gibeah. 

13 And he said onto his servant, 
Come, and let us draw near to one of 
these plAoes to lodge all night, in 
Gibcan, or in Ramah. 

14 And they passed on and went 
their way; and the sun went down 
upon them when they wore by Gibeah, 
which bclongolh to Benjamin. 

15 And tboy turned aside thither, 
to go in and to lodge in Gibeah; and 
when he went in, he sat him down in 
a street of the oity; for thoro was no 
man that took them into his house to 
lodging. 

16 And, heboid, there came an old 
man from his work out of tho field 
at even, which was also of mount 
Ephraim; and he sojourned in Gih- 
eah; but the men*of the plaao were 
Benjamites. 

17 And when he had lifted np his 
eyes, he saw a wayfaring man in the 
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street of tho oity; and the old man 
said, Whither goeBt thou 7 and whence 
oomest thou 7 

18 And he Baid unto him, We are 
passing from Beth-lehem-jndah to¬ 
ward the side of mount Ephraim; 
from thence am I; and I went to 
Beth-lehcm-judah, but I am now 
going to the house of tho Lord; and 
there is no man that receivoth me to 
house. 

19 Yet there iB both straw and pro- 
render for our asses; and there is 
bread and wine also for me, and for 
thy hand-maid, and for the young 
man which is with thy servants; 
there ia no want of any thing. 

20 And the old man said, Peace be 
with thee; howsoever, let all thy 
wantB lie Qpon me; only lodgo not 
in the street. 

21 So ho brought him into his 
house, and gave provender unto the 
asses; and thoy washed their feet, 
and did eat and drink. 

22 Now as they were making their 
hearts merry, behold, the men of the 
oity, certain boub of Belial, beset the 
house round about, and bent at the 
door, and spake to Lhe master of the 
house, the old man, saying, Bring 
forth the man that came into thine 
house, that we may know him. 

23 And the man, the master of the 
house, went out unto them, and said 
onto them, Nay, my brethren, miy, 
I pray you, do not so wickedly; see¬ 
ing that this man is come into mine 
house, do not this folly. 

24 Behold, here is my daughter a 
maiden, and his concubine; them I 
will bring out now, and humble ye 
them, and do with them what scem- 
eth good unto you; but unto this 
man do not so vile a thing. 

25 But the men would not hearken 
to him; so the man took his concu¬ 
bine, and brought her forth unto 
them; and they knew her, and abused 
her all the night until the morning; 
and when the day began to spring, 
they let her go. 

26 Then came the woman in the 
dawning of the day, and fell down 
at the door of the man's house whore 
her lord was, till if was light. 

"7 And her lord rose op in the 
?i raing, and opened the doors of 
house, and went out to go his 


way; and, behold, the woman hib 
concubine was fallen down at the 
door of tho house, and her hands 
were upon the threshold. 

28 And he said unto her, Up, and 
let ns be going. But none answered. 
Then the man took her up upon an 
ass, and the man rose up and gat him 
onto his place. 

29 And when he was come into his 
house, he took a knife, and laid hold 
od his concnbine, and divided her, 
together with her boDes, into twelve 
pieces, and sent her into all the co&sti 
of Israel. 

30 And it was so, that all that saw it 
said, There wa3 no such deed done 
nor seen from the day that the chil 
dren of Israel came up out of the land 
of Egypt unto this day; consider of 
it, take advice, and speak your minds. 

CHAPTER XX 

Thc Levile dedarelh his wrong — The. decree 
of the assembly — The Bcpjamites wa r 
against the Israelites—AU destroyed ez 
cept six hundred. 

HEN all the children of Israel 
went out, and the congregation 
was gathered together as one man, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, with 
the land of Gilead, unto the Lord in 
Mizpeh. 

2 And the chief of all the people 

even of all the tribes of Israel, pre 

sented themselves in the assemblv of 
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the people of God, four hundred thou 
sand footmen that drew sword. 

3 (Now the children of Benjamin 
beard that the children of Israol were 
gone up to Mizpeh.) Then said the 
children of Israel, Tell us, bow was 
this wickedness? 

4 And the Levite, the husband of 
tbe woman that was slain, answered, 
and said, I came into Gibeah that 
belongeth to Benjamin, I and mv 
ooncubinc, to lodge. 

5 And the meu of Gibeah rose 
against me, and beset the house 
round about upon me by night, and 
thought to have slain me : and mj 
concubine have they forced, that she 
is dead. 

6 And I took my concubine and 
cut her in pieoes, and scr t her 
throughout all the country of the 
inheritance of Israol; for they have 
committed lewdncss and folly in 
Israel. 




CHAPTER XX. 


7 Behold, ye are all children of 
Israel; give here your advice and 

OOUDBO). 

8 And all the people arose as one 
man, saying, We will not any of us 
go to his tent, neither will we any of 
us turn into bis house. 

0 But now tbis shall be the thing 
which we will do to Giheah ; we will 
go ap by lot against it; 

10 And we will take ten men of a 
hundred throughout all the tribes of 
Israel, and a hundred of a thousand, 
and a thousand out of ten thousand, 
to fetch viotuals for the people, that 
they may do, when they come to 
Gibeah of Benjamin, according to all 
the folly that they have wrought in 
Israel. 

11 So all the men of Israol were 
gathered against the city, knit to¬ 
gether as one man. 

12 And the trihos of Israol sent 
men through all the tribe of Benja¬ 
min, saying, What wickedness is this 
that is dune among you ? 

13 Now therefore deliver us the 
mon, tho ohildren of Belial, whioh 
are in Gibeah, that we may put them 
to death, and put away evil from Is¬ 
rael. But tbe children of Benjamin 
would not hearken to the voice of 
their brethren tho children of Israel; 

14 But tho childron of Benjamin 
gothorod themsolves togethor out of 
the oitios unto Giheah, to go out to 
baltlo against the children of Israel. 

15 And tho olnldron of Bonjamin 
were numhored at that time out of 
the oitios Lwonty and six thousand 
mon that drew sword, besides the in¬ 
habitants of Gibeah, which were 
numbered seven hundred chosen men. 

10 Among all this people thore were 
seven hundred chosen men left-hand¬ 
ed; every one could sling stonos at a 
hair-breadth, and not mi9s. 

17 And tho iueu of Israel, besides 
Benjamin, were numbered four hun¬ 
dred thousand men that drew sword; 
all Iheso were men of war. 

18 And tho childron of IsrAol arose, 
and wont up to the houso of God, 
and asked eounsel of God, and said, 
Whioh of us shall go up first to tho 
battle against tho ohildron of Benja¬ 
min ? And tho Lord said, Judah 
shall go up first. 

10 Aud the ohildren of Israol rose 
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up in the morning, And enoamped 
against Gibeah. 

20 And the men of Israel went out 
to battle against Benjamin; and the 
men of Israel put themselves in array 
to fight against them at Gibeah. 

21 And the children of Benjamin 
came forth out of Gibeah, and de¬ 
stroyed down to the ground of the 
Israelites that day twenty and two 
thousand men. 

22 Aud the pcoplo, the men of Is¬ 
rael, encouraged themselves, and set 
their battlo again in array in the 
place where they put IhoiuselveB in 
array the first day. 

23 (And the children of Israel went 
up and wept before the Lord until 
even, and asked oounsel of the Lord, 
saying, Shall I go up again to battle 
against the childron of Benjamin my 
brothor? And the Lord said, Go up 
against him.) 

24 And the children of Israel came 
near against the ohildren of Benja¬ 
min the second day. 

25 And Benjamin went forth against 
them out of Giboah the second day, 
and destroyed down to the ground of 
the children of Israel again eighteen 
thousand mon; all these drew the 
sword. 

26 Then all tho ohildren of Israel, 
and all the peoplo, wont up, and 
oamo unto tho houso of God, and 
wept, and sat thore before the Lord, 
and fasted that day until even, and 
offered burnt offerings and peace 
offerings before the Lord. 

27 And tho ohildron of Israol in¬ 
quired of the Lord, (for the ark of 
tno covenant of God was there in 
those days, 

28 And Phinohas, the son of Ele&- 
zar, the son of Aaron, stood before 
it in those days,) saying, Shall I yet 
again go out to bmrlo against the 
ohildron of Benjamin my brother, or 
shall I-oc&se? Ami the Lord said, 
Go up; for to-morrow l will deliver 
thorn into thine hand. 

29 And Israel sot tiers in wait round 
about Giboah. 

30 And tho children of Israel went 
up against the children of Benjamin 
on tho third day, and put thomselves 
in array against Giboah, as at other 
times. 

31 And tho ohildren of Beniamin 
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went out against the people, and 
were drawn away from the city; and 
they began 10 smite of the people, 
and kill, as at other times, in the 
highways, of which one gocth up to 
the honee of God, and the other to 
Gibeah in the field, about thirty men 
of Israel. 

32 And the children of Benjamin 
Baid, They are smitten down before 
ub, as at the first. But the children 
of Israel said, Let U3 flee, and draw 
them from the city unto the high¬ 
ways. 

33 And all the men of Israel rose 
up out of their place, and put them- 
Bclves in array at Baal-tamar; and 
the liers in wait of Israel crime forth 
out of their plnces, even out of the 
meadows of Gibeah. 

34 And there oame against Gibeah 
ten thousand chosen men out of all 
Israel, and the battle was sore; but 
they knew not that evil was near 
them. 

35 And tho Lord smote Benjamin 
before Israel; and the children of Is¬ 
rael destroyed of the Bcnjamitcs that 
day twenty nnd five thousand and a 
hundred men; all these drew the 
sword, 

36 So the children of Benjamin saw 
that they were smitten; for tho men 
of Israel gave place to the Benjatn- 
ites, because they trusted unto the 
liers in wait which they had set be¬ 
side Gibeah. 

37 And the liers in wait hasted, and 
rushed upon Gibeah ; and the liers in 
wait drew themselves along, and smote 
all the city with the edge of the 
sword. 

38 Now there was an appointed sign 
between the men of Israel and the 
tiers in wait, that they should make 
a great flame with smoke rise up out 
of the city 

39 And when the men of Israel re¬ 
tired in the battle, Benjamin began 
to smite and kill of the men 6f Israel 
ahont thirty persons ; for they said, 
Surely they are smitten down before 
us, as in the first battle. 

40 But when the flame began to 
arise up out of the city with a pillar 
of smoae, the Benjamites looked be¬ 
hind them, and, behold, the flame of 
the city ascended up to heaven. 

41 And when the men of Israel 


turned again, the men of Benjamin 
were amazed; for they saw that evil 
was come upon them. 

42 Therefore they turned their backs 
before the men of Israel unto the way 
of the wilderness ; but the battle over¬ 
took them ; and them which came out 
of the cities they destroyed in the 
midst of them. 

43 Thus they inclosed the Bcnjam 
itea round about, and chased them, 
and trode them down with ease over 
against Gibeah, toward the sun-rir 
ing. 

4-1 And there fell of Benjam.'j 
eighteen thousand men; all these 
were men of valour. 

45 Aod they turned and fled toward 
the wilderness unto the rock of Rim- 
mon; and they gleaned of them in 
the highways five thousand men: 
and pursued hard after them unto 
Gidom, and slew two thousand men 
of them. 

46 So that all which fell that day of 
Benjamin were twenty and five thou¬ 
sand men that drew the sword ; all 
these were men of valour. 

47 But six hundred men turned and 
fled to the wilderness unto the rock 
Rimmon, and abode in the rock Rim- 
mon four months. 

43 And the men of Israel turned 
again upon the children of Benjamin, 
and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, as well the men of every city, 
as the beast, and all that came to 
hand; also they set on fire all the 
cities that they came to. 

CHAPTER XXL 

The- desolation of Benpamin—Frwr hundred 
wives provided—The virgins surprised al 
Shiloh. 

OW the men of Israel had sworn 
in Mizpcb, saying, There shall 
not any of us give his daughter unto 
Benjamin to wife. 

2 And the people came to the house 
of God, and abode there till even be 
fore God, and lifted up their voioes, 
and wept sore ; 

3 And said, 0 Lord God of Israel, 
why is this oomo to pass in Ierael, 
that there should be to-day one tribe 
lacking in Israel ? 

4 And it oame to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that the people .ose early, and 
built there an Altar, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings. 




CHAPTER XXI. 


5 And the children of Israel said, 
Wbg is there among all the tribes of 
■**'“ \\ that came not up with the con¬ 
gregation unto the Lord ? For they 
had made a great oath concerning 
him that came not op to the Lord to 
Mizpch, saying, lie shall Barely be 
pat to death. 

6 And the children of Israel repent¬ 
ed them for Benjamin their brother, 
md Baid, Thore is one tribe cut off 
from Israel this day. 

7 How shall we do for wives for 
them that remain, seeing we havo 
sworn by the Lord, that we will not 
givo them of our daughters to wives? 

8 And they said, What one is thoro 
of tho tribes of Israel that came not 
op to Mizpeh to the Lord ? And, hc- 
hold, there came none to the camp 
from Jabesh-gilead to tho assembly. 

9 For the people were numbered, 
and, behold, thore were none of the 
inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead there. 

10 And tho congregation sent thither 
twelve thousand men of tho valiant- 
est, and commanded them, saying, 
Qo and smite the inhabitants of 
Jahesh-gilead with the edge of the 
sword, with the women and the chil¬ 
dren. 

It And this ib the thing that ye 
shall do, Ye shall utterly destroy 
every male, and every woman that 
hath lain by man. 

12 And they found among tho in¬ 
habitants of Jabesh-gilead four hun¬ 
dred young virgins, that had known 
no man by lying with any male; and 
they hroughl them unto the camp to 
Shiloh, which is in the land of Ca¬ 
naan. 

13 And the whole congregation eent 
some to speak to the ohiMrcn of Ben¬ 
jamin that were iu tho rook Itiunnon, 
and to oall peaceably unto them. 

14 And Benjamin came again at 
that time; and they gave thorn wives 
whioh they had saved alive of tho 
women of Jabesh-gilead; and yet so 
they suffioed them not. 

16 And the people repented them 
for Benjamin, beoause that the Lord 
had made a breach in tho trihes of 
Irrael. 
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lfl Theh the elders of tho congrega¬ 
tion said, How shall we do for wives 
for them that remain, seeing the 
women are destroyed out of Benja¬ 
min ? 

17 And they said, Thoro must be 
an inheritance for them that be 
escaped of Benjamin, that a tribe be 
not destroyed out of Israel, 

18 Ilowbeit we may not give thorn 
wives of our daughters; for tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel have sworn, saying, 
Cursed he he that giveth a wife to 
BenjamiD. 

19 Then they said, Behold, there is 
a least of the Lord in Shiloh yearly, 
in a place which is on the north side 
of Bcth-el, on tho east aide of tjie 
highway that gocth up from Bcth-el 
to Shechem, and on the south of 
Lcbonnh. 

20 Therefore they commanded the 
ehildren of Benjamin, saying, Go and 
lie in wait in the vineyards; 

21 And see, and, heboid, if the 
daughters of Shiloh come out to 
dance in dances, then come ye ont 
of the vineyards, and catch you every 
man his wifo of the daughters of 
Shiloh, and go to the land of Benja¬ 
min. 

22 And it ehall be, when their 
fnthers or their brethren come onto 
us to complain, that we will say unto 
them, Be favourable unto them for 
our sakes; hecause we reserved not 
to each man his wife in the war; foi 
ye did not give onto them at this 
lime, that ye should be guilty. 

23 And the children of Benjamin 
did so, and took them wives, accord¬ 
ing to their number, of them that 
danced, whom they caught; and they 
went and returned unto their inherit¬ 
ance, and repaired the oities, and 
dwelt in them. 

24 And the ohildren of Israel de¬ 
parted thence at that time, every man 
to his tribe and to his family, and 
thoy went out from thonoe every man 
to his inheritance. 

25 In those days there was no king 
in Israel; every man did that whioh 
was right in his own eyes. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Elimelech driven by /amine into Moab, dieth ^ 

there—Naomi rrtumdh home—Ruth ac- 

eompanieXh her. 

OW it came to pasB in the days 
when the judges ruled, that 
there was a famine in the land. And 
a certain man of Beth-lehcm-judah 
went to sojourn in the country of 
Moab, he, and his wife, and his two 
sons. 

2 And the name of the man was 
Elimelech, and the name of his wife 
Naomi, and the name of his two sons 
Mahlon and Chilion, Ephrathites of 
Beth-lehem-judah. And they came 
into the country of Moab, and con¬ 
tinued there. 

3 And Elimelech Naomi’s hushand 
died; and she was left, and her two 
sons. 

4 And they took them wives of the 
women of Moab; the name of the 
one was Orpah, and the name of the 
other Ruth; and they dwelt there 
about ten years. 

5 And Mahlon and Chilion died 
also both of them; and the woman 
was left of her two sons and her hus¬ 
band. 

6 Then she arose with her daugh¬ 
ters-in-law, that she might return 
from the country of Moab; for she 
had heard in the country of Moab 
how that the Lord had visited his 
people in giving them bread. 

7 Wherefore she went forth out of 
the place where Bhe was, and her two 
daughters-in-law with her, and they 
went on the way to return unto the 
land of Judah. 

8 And Naomi said unto her two 
daughters-in-law, Go, return caoh to 
her mother’s house; the Lord deal 
kindly with you, as ye have dealt 
with the dead, and with me. 

9 The Lord grant you that ye may 
find rest, each of you in the house of 
her husband. Then she kissed them ; 
and they lifted up their voice, and 
wept. 

10 And they said unto her, Surely 
we will return with thee unto thy 
people. 

11 And Naomi Baid, Turn again, 
my daughters; why will ye go with 
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me ? are there yet any more sons in 
my womb, that they may be your 
husbands ? 

12 Turn again, my daughters, go 
your way; for I am too old to have a 
husband. If I should say, I have 
hope, if I should have a husband also 
to-night, and should also bear sous; 

13 Would ye tarry for them till 
they were grown? would ye stay for 
them from having husbands? nay, 
my daughters; for it grieveth me 
much for your sakes that the hand 
of the Lord is gone out against me. 

14 And they lifted up their voice, 
and wept again; and Orpah kissed 
her mother-in-law; hut Ruth clave 
unto her. 

15 And she said, Behold, thy sister- 
in-law is gone back unto her people, 
and unto her godB; return thou after 
thy sister-in-law. 

16 And Ruth said, Entreat me not 
to leave thee, or to return from 
following after thee; for whither thou 
gocst, I will go; and where thou 
lodgest, I will lodge; thy people 
shall he my people, and thy God my 
God ; 

17 Where thou diest, will I die, and 
there will I be buried; the Lord do 
so to me, and more also, if aught but 
deathpart thee and me. 

18 When she saw that she was 
steadfastly minded to go with her, 
then she left speaking unto her. 

19 So they two went until they 
came to Beth-lehem. And it came 
to pass, when they were come to 
Beth-lehem, that all the city was 
moved about them, and they said, Is 
this Naomi ? 

20 And she said unto them, Call me 
not Naomi, call me Mara; for the 
Almighty hath dealt very bitterly 
with me. 

21 I went out full, and the Lord 
hath brought me home again empty; 
why then call ye me Naomi, seeing 
the Lord hath testified against me, 
and the Almighty hath afflicted 
me ? 

22 So Naomi rolurned, and Ruth 
the Moabitess, her daughter-in-law, 
with hor, which returned out of the 
country of Moab ; and they came to

ND Naomi had a kinsman of her

tnd his name was Boaz. 

2 And Ruth the Moabitess said unto 
Naomi, Let me now go to the Geld, 
and glean ears of oorn after him in 
whose sight I shall Gnd grace. And 
she said unto her. Go, my daughter. 

3 And she went, and came, and 
gleanod in the field after the reapers; 
and her hap was to light on a part 
of the field belonging unto Boaz, who 
was of the kindred of Elimelech. 

4 And, behold, Boaz came from 
Belh-lehein, and said unto the reapers, 
The Lord be with you. And they 
answered him, Tho Lord bless thee. 

5 Then said Boaz unto his servant 
that was set over the reapers, Whose 
damsel is this ? 

0 And the servant that was set over 
tho roapers answered and said, It is 
the Moabitish damsel that oame back 
with Naomi out of tho country of 
Moab; ‘ 

7 And Bhe said, I pray you, let me 
glean and gather after the reapers 
among the sheaves ; so she came, 
and hath continued even from the 
morning until now, that she tarried a 
tittle in the house. 

0 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, near¬ 
est thou not, my daughter 7 Go not 
to glean in another field, neither go 
from hence, hut abide hero fast by 
uiy maidens; 

9 Let thine eyes be on the field that 
they do reap, and go thou after them; 
have I not oharged the young men 
that they shall not touch thee ? and 
when thou art athirst, go unto tho 
ressels, and drink of that which tho 
young men have drawn. 

10 Then she fell on her faoe, and 
bowed herself to the ground, and said 
onto him, Why have I found grooe in 
thine eyos, that thoa shouldest take 
knowledge of me, seoing I am a 
stranger ? 

11 And Boaz answered and said 
onto her, It hath fully been showed 
me, all that thou hast done unto thy 
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mother-in-law since tho death of 
thine husband; and how thou hast 
left thy father aud thy mother, and 
the land of thy nativity, and art 
come unto a people which thou knew- 
est not heretofore. 

12 The Lord recompense thy work, 
and a full reward bo given thee of 
the Lord God of Israel, under whose 
wings thou art come to trust. 

13 Then Bhe said, Let me find 
favour in thy sight, my lord; for 
that thou hast oomforted me, and for 
that thou hast spoken friendly unto 
thine hand-maid, though I be not 
like unto one of thine hand-maidens. 

14 And Boaz said unto her, At 
meal-time come thou hither, and eat 
of the bread, and dip thy morsel in 
the vinegar. And she sat beside the 
reapers; and he reached her parched 
corn, and she did eat, and was 
sufficed, and left. 

15 And when she was risen up to 
glean, Boaz commanded his young 
men, saying, Let her glean even 
among the sheaves, and reproach her 
not; 

16 And let fall also some of tho 
handfuls of purpose for her, and 
leave them, that she may glean them, 
and rebuke her not. 

17 So she gleaned in the field until 
even, and beat out that she had 
gleaned; and it was about an ephah 
of barloy. 

18 And she took it up, and went 
into the city; and her mother-in-law 
saw what she had glo&ned; aud she 
brought forth, and gave to her that 
she had reserved after she was 
sufficed. 

19 And her molhor-in-Iaw said unto 
her, Where hast thou gleaned to-day t 
and where wroughtost thou? blessed 
bo he that did take knowledge of 
thee. And she showed her mother- 
in-law with whom she had wrought, 
and said, The man’s name with whom 
I wrought to-day is Boaz, 

20 And Naomi said unto her daugh¬ 
ter-in-law, Blessed be he of the Lord, 
who hath not left off his kindness to 
the living and to the dead. And 
Naomi said unto her, The man is 
near of kin unto us, one of our next 
kinsmen. 

21 And Ruth the MoabitesB said, He 
paid uuto me also, Thou shalt keep 
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Fast by lay young men, until they 
have ended all my harvest. 

22 And Naomi said unto Ruth her 
daughter-in-law. It is good, my 
daughter, that thou go out with his 
maidens, that they meet thee not in 
any other field. 

23 So she kept fast by the maidens 
of Boaz to glean unto the end of 
barley harvest and of wheal harvest; 
and dwelt with her mother-in-law. 

CHAPTER III. 

Ruth Hit at Boas’ feet—Boaz maketh her a 
present. 

HEN Naomi her mother-in-law 
said unto her, My daughter, 
shall I Dot seek rest for thee, that it 
may be well with thee? 

2 And now is not Boaz of our kin¬ 
dred, with whose maidens thou wast? 
Behold, he winnowetb barley to-night 
in the threshing-floor. 

3 Wash thyself therefore, and anoint 
thee, and put thy raiment upon thee, 
and get thee down to the floor; but 
make not thyself known onto the 
man, until he shall have done eating 
and drinking. 

4 And it shall be, when ho lieth 
down, that thou shall mark the place 
where he shall lie, and thou sbalt go 
in, and uncover his feet, and lay thee 
down ; and he will toll thee what thou 
Bhalt do. 

5 And she said unto her, All that 
thou Bayest unto me I will do. 

8 And she went down unto the floor, 
and did according to all that her mo¬ 
ther-in-law bade her. 

7 And when Boaz had eaten and 
drunk, and his heart was merry, he 
went to lie down at the end of the heap 
of corn; and she came softly, and 
uncovered his feet, and laid her down. 

8 And it came to pnss at midnight, 
that the man was afraid, and turned 
himself; and, behold, a woman lay 
at bis feet. 

9 And he said. Who art thou? And 
she answered, I am Ruth thine hand¬ 
maid; spread therefore thy skirt over 
thine hand-maid; for tbou art a near 
kinsman. 

10 And he said, Blossed be thou of 
the Lord, my daughter; for thou 
hast showed more kindness in the 
latter end than at the begining, in¬ 
asmuch as thou followedst not young 
men, whether poor or rioh. 


11 And now, my daughter, fear not; 
I will do to thee all that Ihou inqui¬ 
res!; for all the city of my people 
doth know that thou art a virtuous 
woman. 

12 And now it is true that I am thy 
near kinsmen; kowbeit there is a 
kinsman nearer than I. 

13 Tarry this night, and it shall be 
in the morning, that if he will per¬ 
form unto thee the part of a kins¬ 
man, well; let him do the kinsman’s 
part; but if he will not do the part 
of a kinsman to thee, then will 1 do 
the part of a kinsman to thee, as the 
Lord liveth; lie down until the morn¬ 
ing. 

14 And she lay at his feet until the 
morning; and she rose np before one 
could know another. And he said, 
Let it not be known that a woman 
came into the floor. 

15 Also he said, Bring the veil that 
thou hast upon thee, and hold it. And 
when she held it, he measured six 
measures of barley, and laid od her ; 
and she went into the city. 

10 And when she came to her mo¬ 
ther-in-law, she said, Who art thou, 
my daughter? And she told her all 
that the man had done to her. 

17 And she said, These six measures 
of barley gave he me ; for he said to 
me, Go not empty unto thy mother- 
in-law. 

18 Then said she, Sit still, my 
daughter, until thou know how the 
matter will fall; for the man will not 
be in rest, until he have finished the 
thing this day. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Boaz marrieth Ruth — She beareih Ohrd, 
the grandfather of Darid. 

HEN went Boaz up to the gate, 
aud sat him down there; and. 
behold, the kinsman of whom Bouz 
spake came by; unto whom he said, 
Ho, such a one ! turn aside, sit down 
here. And bo turned aside, and snt 
down. 

2 And ho took ten men of the elder s 
of the oily, and said, Sit ye down 
here. And they sat dowD. 

3 And ho Baid unto the kinsman, 
Naomi, that is come again out of the 
country of Moab, selleth a parcel of 
land, whioh was our brother Blime- 
lech’s; 

4 And I thought to advertise thee. 
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■aying, Buy it before the inhabitants, 
and before the elders of my people. 
[( thou wilt redeem it, redeem it; DUt 
if thou wilt not redeem it, then tell 
me, that I may know; for there is none 
to redeem it beaidcs thee; and I am 
after tlioe. And he said, I will re* 
dnm it. 

B Then said Boaz, What day thou 
bnyest the field of the hand of Nao¬ 
mi, thou must buy it also of Ruth the 
Moabilcss, Ibo wife of the dead, to 
raise up the name of the dead upon 
his inheritance. 

fl And the kinsman said, I cannot 
redeem it for myself, lest I mar mine 
own inheritance; redeem thou my 
right to IbyBelf; fi-r I cannot redeem it. 

7 Now this was tho manner in for¬ 
mer timo in Israel concerning redeem¬ 
ing and concerning changing, for to 
confirm all things; a man plucked 
ofT his shoe, and gave it to hiB neigh¬ 
bour; and this was a testimony in 
Israel. 

8 Therefore the kinsman said unto 
Honz, Buy it for thee. So ho drew 
off his Bhoe. 

9 And Boaz said unto the eldors, 
and unto alt tho pooplc, Ye are wit¬ 
nesses this day, that I have bought 
all that was Elimeloch’s, and all that 
was Chilion's and Mahlon’s, of the 
hand of Naomi. 

10 Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, 
tbe wife of Mahlon, have I purchased 
to be my wife, to raise up tho namo 
of the dead upon his inheritance, that 
the name of tho dead be not cut off 
from among his brothreD, and from 
the gate of his place ; ye are witnesses 
this day. 

11 And all the people lhAt were in 
the gate. And the elders, said, We are 


witnesses. Tho Lord make the wo¬ 
man that is come into thine house like 
Rachel and like Leah, which two did 
build the house of Israel; and do 
thou worthily in Ephratah, and be 
famous in Bcth-lchem; 

12 And let thy house be like the 
house of Pharcz, whom Tamar bare 
unlo Judah, of the seed which the 
Lord shall give thee of this young 
woman. 

13 So Boaz took Ruth, and she was 
hiB wife; and whon he went in unto 
her, the Lord gave her conception, 
and she baro a son. 

14 And the women said unto Nao¬ 
mi, Blessed bo tho Lord, which hath 
not left thee this dav without a kins- 
man, that his namo may be famous 
in Isrucl. 

15 And he shall be unto thee a re¬ 
storer of thy life, and a nourisher of 
thine old age ; for thy daughter-in- 
law, which loveth thee, which is bet¬ 
ter to thee than seven sons, hath 
borne him. 

16 And Naomi took the child, and 
laid it in her bosom, and became 
nurse unto it. 

17 And the women her neighbours 
gave it a name, saying. There is a son 
born to Naomi; and thoy called his 
name Obod; ho is the father of Jesse, 
the father of David. 

18 Now these are the generations 
of Pharcz; Pharez begat llezron, 

19 And llezron begat Ram, and 
Ram begat Aminiuadftb, 

20 And Amininadub begat Nahshon, 
and Nahshon begat Salmon, 

21 And Salmon begat Boaz, and 
Boaz begat Obcd, 

22 And Obed begat Jesse, and Jesse 
begat David. 


THE FIRST BOOK OF SAMUEL. 


CHAPTER I. 

KOeanah worth ippdh at Shiloh—He cherish- 
eth Jlannah—Hannah in grief prayeth 
fora child —llannah beartlh Samuel—She 
presmldh him to the Lord. 

OW there was a certain man of 
Ramntbiiim-zophim, of mount 
Ephraim, and bin name was Elkanah, 
the son of Jerobam, the son of Elihu, 


tho son of Tohu, the son of Zuph, an 
Ephrathite; 

2 And he had two wives; tho name 
of the one was Hannah, And the 
name of the other Peninnah; and 
Poninnah had children, but Hannah 
had no ohildren. 

3 And this man went ap out of his 
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city yearly to worship and to sacri¬ 
fice unto the Lord of hosts in Shiloh. 
And the two sonB of Eli, tlophni, 
and Phinehft9, the priests of the 
Lord, were there. 

4 And when tho time was that 
Elkanah offored, he gave to Penin- 
nah his wife, and to all her sons and 
her daughters, portions; 

5 But unto Hannah he gave a wor¬ 
thy portion ; for he loved Hannah; 
hut the Lord had shut np her 
wornh. 

6 And her adversary also provoked 
her sore, for to make her fret, because 
the Lord had shut up her womb. 

7 And as he did so year by year, 
when she went up to the house of 
the Lord, so she provoked her; there¬ 
fore she wept, and did not eat. 

8 Then said Elkanah her husband 
to her, Hannah, why weepest thou? 
and why catcst thou notr and why 
is thy heart grieved? am not T better 
to thee than ten sons? 

9 So Hannah rose up after they had 
eaten in Shiloh, and after thoy had 
drunk. Now Eli tho priost sat upon 
a scat by a post of the temple of tho 
Lord. 

10 And she was in bitterness of 
soul, and prayed unto the Lord, and 
wept sore. 

11 And sho vowed a vow, and said, 
0 Lord of hosts, if thou wilt indeed 
look on the afflifctiou of thine hand¬ 
maid, and remember me, and not 
forget thine hand-maid, but wilt give 
unto thine hand-maid a man ohild, 
then I will givo him unto tho Lord 
all tho days of his life, and there shall 
no razor come upon his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as sho con¬ 
tinued praying hr Tore the Lord, that 
Eli marked her mouth. 

13 Now Hannah, she spake in her 
heart; only her lips moved, but her 
voice was not henrd; thcroforo Eli 
thought Bho had been drunken. 

14 Aod Eli said unto her, How long 
wilt thou he drunken ? put away thy 
wine from thee. 

15 And Hannah answered and said, 
No, my lord, I am a woman of a 
sorrowful spirit; I have drunk noi- 
ther wine nor strong drink, but 
havo poured out my rouI before the 
Lord. 

16 Count not thine hand-maid for 


a daughter of Belial; for out of the 
abundance of my complaint and grief 
havo I spoken hitherto. 

17 Then Eli answered and said, Go 
in peace ; and the God of Israel grunt 
thee thy petition that thou hast asked 
of him. 

18 And she said, Let thine hand¬ 
maid find grace in thy sight. So the 
woman went her way, and did eat, 
and her countenance was no more 
sad. 

19 And they rose up in the morning 
early, and worshipped before the 
Lord, and returned, and came to their 
house to Ramah; and Elkanah knew 
Hannah his wife; and the Lord re¬ 
membered her. 

20 1Vhcreforo it came to pass, when 
the time was como about after Han¬ 
nah had conceived, that she bare a 
6on, and called his name Samuel, 
sujiug, Because I have asked him of 
tho Lord. 

21 And the man Elkanah, and all 
his house, vreut up to offer uuto the 
Lord tho yearly sacrifice, and his 
vow. 

22 But llannah went not up ; for 
she said unto her husband, I will not 
go up until the child be weaned, and 
then I will bring him, that he may 
appear before the Lord, and there 
abide for ever. 

23 And Elkanah her husband said 
unto her, Do what secmclh thee good; 
tarry until Lhou have weaned him; 
only the Lord cstahlish his word. So 
the woman abode, and gave her son 
suck until she weaned him. 

24 And when she bad weaned him, 
she took him up with her, with three 
bullocks, and ono ephah of flour, and 
a bottle of wine, and brought him 
unto the house of tho Lord in Shiloh; 
and the child was young. 

25 And they slew a bullook, and 
brought tho child to Eli. 

26 And she said, 0 my lord, as thy 
soul livoth, my lord, I am the woman 
*hat stood by thee here, praying unto 
the Lord. 

27 For this ohild I prayed; and 
the Lord hath given me my petition 
which I asked of him ; 

28 Therefore also I have lent him 
to the Lord; as long as he liveth he 
shall be lont to the Lord. And h« 
worshipped the Lord there.

CHAPTER II. 

llaunuh's *<mg—The gin of Eli’s sms-Sam- 
u ,f, ministry-—Eli rejyroveVt his sons—A 
jrrophfcy against Kit’s house. 

ND Hannah prayed, and said, 
My heart rejoiccth in the Lord, 
luino horn is exalted in the Lord; 
my mouth is onlarged over mine ene- 
in'nt; because I rejnioed in thy sal¬ 
vation. 

2 Tbore is none holy as tho Lord; 
for there is none besides theo; neither 
is there any rock like our God. 

3 Talk no more so exceeding 
proudly; lot not arroganoy come out 
of your mouth ; for the Lord is a God 
of knowledge, and by him actions are 
weighed. 

4 The bows of the uaighty men are 
broken, and thoy that stumbled are 
girded with strength. 

6 They that were full have hired 
out themselves for bread; and they 
that were hungry coased; so that the 
barren hath borno seven; and she 
that hath many ohildren is waxed 
feeble. 

6 Tbe Lord killeth, and maketh 
alivo ; he bringeth down to the grave, 
and briugoth up. 

7 Tho Lord maketh poor, And maketh 
rich ; he bringeth low, and lifteth up. 

8 He raiseth up tho poor out of the 
dust, and lifteth up the beggar from 
tho dunghill, to sot them among 
princes, and to make them inherit 
the throne of glory; for the pillars 
of the earth are the Lord's, and he 
hath set the world upon them. 

9 He will keep the feet of his saints, 
and tho wicked shall he silent in dark¬ 
ness ; for by strength shall no man 
prevail. 

10 The adversarios of the Lord 
shall be brokon to pieoes; out of 
heaven shall he thunder upon them; 
the Lord shall judge the ends of the 
oarth; and he shall givo strength 
onto his king, and exalt tho horn of 
his anointed. 

11 And Elkanab went to Ramah 
to his house. And the ohild did min¬ 
ister nnto the Lord before Eli the 
priest. 

12 Now tho sons of Eli were sons 
of Jtolia); they know not the Lord. 

13 And the priost’s oustom with the 
people was, that, when any man 
offered saorifioe, the priest's servant 
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came, while (he flesh was in seething, 
with a flesh-hook of three teeth in 
his hand; 

14 And he struck it into the pan, 
or kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that 
the flesh-hook brought up tho priest 
took for himself. So they did in 
Shiloh unto all the Israelites that 
came thither. 

15 Also before they burnt the fat, 
the priest’s servant came, and said to 
the man that sacrificed, Give flesh to 
roast for the priest; for he will not 
have sodden flesh of thee, but raw. 

16 And if any man said unto him, 
Let them not fail to burn the fat 
presently, and then take as muoh as 
thy bouI desircth; then he would 
answer him, Nay; but thou ehalt 
give it mo now; and if not, I will 
take it by force. 

17 Wherefore the sin of tho young 
men was very great before the Lord; 
for men abhorred the offering of the 
Lord. 

16 But 6amuel ministered before the 
Lord, being a child, girded with a 
linen ephod. 

19 Moreover his mother made him 
a little coal, and brought it to him 
from year to year, when Bhe came up 
with her husband to offer the yearly 
sacrifioe. 

20 And Eli blessed Elkanah and 
his wife, and said, The Lord give 
thoe seed of this woman for the loan 
which is lent to the Lord. And they 
went unto their own home. 

21 And tbe Lord visited Hannah, 
so that she conceived, and bare three 
sons and two daughters. And the 
child Samuel grew before the Lord. 

22 Now Eli was very old, and 
beard all Chat his sons did unto all 
Israel; and how they lay with the 
women that assembled at the door 
of the tabernaolo of the congrega¬ 
tion. 

23 And he said unto thorn, Why do 
ye such things ? for I hear of your 
evil dealings by all this people. 

24 Nay, my sons; for it is no good 
report that I hear; ye make the 
Lord’s people to transgress. 

25 If one man sin against another, 
the judge shall judge him; but if a 
man sin against the Lord, who shall 
entreat for him ? Notwithstanding, 
they hearkened not unto Ibe voioe of 
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their father, because the Lord would 
•lay thorn. 

26 And tho child Samuel grew on, 
anri was in favour hoth with the 
Lord, and also with men. 

27 And there came a man of Qod 
unto Eli, and said unto him, Thus 
eaith the Lord, Did 1 plainly appear 
unto the house of thy father, when 
they were in Egypt in Pharaoh's 
house ? 

26 And did 1 choose him out of all 
the tribes of Israel to be my priest, 
to offer upon mine altar, to burn 
incense, to wear an ephod before me? 
and did I give unto the house of thy 
father all the offerings made by fire 
of tho children of Israel ? 

29 Wherefore kick ye at my sacrifice 
and at mine offering, which I have 
commanded in my habitation; and 
honourest thy sons above me, to 
make yourselves fat with the chiefest 
of all the offerings of Israel my 
people ? 

30 Wherefore the Lord God of 
Israel saith, I said indeed that thy 
house, and the house of thy father, 
should walk before me for ever; but 
now the Lord saith. Be it far from 
me; for them that honour me I will 
honour, and they that despise me 
shall be lightly esteemed. 

31 Behold, the days come, that I 
will cut off thine arm, and the arm 
of thy father's house, that there shall 
not be an old man in thine house. 

32 And thou shalt see an enemy in 
my habitation, in all the wealth 
which Qod shall give Israel; and 
thero shall not be an old man in 
thine house for ever. 

33 And the man of thine, whom I 
shall not cut off from mine altar, 
shall he to consume thine eyes, and 
to grieve thine heart; and all the 
increase of tbine house shall die in 
the flower of their ago. 

34 And this shall be a sign unto 
thee, that shall come upon thy two 
sod$, on Hophni and Pninehas; in 
one day they shall die both of 
them. 

35 And I will raise me up a faithful 
priest, that shall do according to 
that which is in mine heart and in 
my mind; and I will build him a 
sure house; and he shall walk before 
mineAnointed for ever. 


36 And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is left in thine bouse 
shall come and crouch to him for a 
piece of silver and a morsel of bread, 
and 6hall saj’, Put me, I pray thee, 
into odc of the priests’ offices, that 1 
may cat a piece of bread. 

CHAPTER ITI. 

The word of the Isrrd to Samuel —■Samuel, 
though loth, toilet ft Eli his eifion, 

ND the child Samuel ministered 
unto the Lord before Eli. And 
the word of the Lord was prcciou9 in 
those days; there was no open vision. 

2 And it came to pass at that lime, 
when Eli was laid down in his place, 
and his eyes began to wax dim, that 
he could not see; 

3 And ere the lamp of God went 
out in the temple of the Lord, where 
the ark of God was, and Samuel was 
laid down to sheep ; 

4 That the Lora called Samuel; and 
he answered, llero am 1. 

5 And he ran unto Eli, and said, 
Here am I; for thou calledst me. 
And he said, I called not; lie down 
again. And he went and lay down. 

6 And the Lord called yet again, 
Samuel. And Samuel arose and 
went to Eli, and said, Here am I; 
for thou didst call me. And he 
answered, I oalled not, my sou ; lie 
down again. 

7 Now Samuel did not yet know 
the Lord, neither was tho word of 
the Lord yet revealed unto him. 

8 And the Lord called Samuel again 
the third time. And he arose and 
went to Eli, and said, Here am I; for 
thou didst caII me. And Eli per¬ 
ceived that the Lord had called the 
child. 

9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, 
Go, lie down ; and it shall be, if he 
call thee, that thou shalt say, Speak, 
Lord; for thy servant hcareth. So 
Samuel went and lay down in his 
place. 

10 And the Lord came, and stood, 
and callod as at other times, Samnel, 
Samuel. Then Samuel answered, 
Speak ; for thy servant heareth. 

11 And tho Lord said to Samuel, 
Behold, I will do a thing in Israel, at 
which both the ears of every one that 
hcareth it shall tingle. 

12 In that day I will porform against 
Eli all things which I have spoken 




CHAPTER IV. 


concerning hie house ; when I begin, 
[ will also make an end. 

13 For I hove (old him that I will 
judge his bouso for ever for the 
iniquity which he knoweth; because 
his eons made themselves vile, and 
lie restrained them not. 

14 And therefore I have sworn unto 
house of Eli, that the iniquity of 

Eli’s house shall not bo purgod with 
■nnrifico nor offering for ever. 

15 And Samuel lay until Iho morn¬ 
ing, and opened the doors of the 
house of tne Lord. And Samuel 
feared lo show Eli the vision. 

lfl Thon Eli called Samuel, and 
said, Satnucl, my son. And ho 
answered, Here am I. 

17 And he said, What is the thing 
that tho Lord hath said unto theo ? 
I pray thee hide it not from me; 
God do so to thee, and more also, if 
thou hide any thing from me of all 
the things that he said unto thee. 

IS And Samuel told him every whit, 
and hid nothing from him. And he 
said, It is the Lord ; let him do what 
Hecmcth him good. 

ID And Samuel grow, and the Lord 
was with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to the ground. 

20 And all Israel from Dan even to 
Deer-sheba knew that Samuel was 
established to be a prophet of the 
Lord. 

21 And tho Lord appeared again in 
Shiloh ; for the Lord revealed him¬ 
self to Samuel in Shiloh hy the word 
of tho Lord. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Hit Itraeliies overcome by the Philistine *— 
Hu ark a terror to the Philistine*—The 
ark taken—Eli dielh. 

NI) the word of 6amuo! came 
to all Israel. Now Israel went 
out against tho Philistines to battle, 
and pitched beside Eben-ezer; and 
the PhilistinoR pitched Id Aphek. 

2 And the Philistines put them¬ 
selves in array against Israel; and 
when they joined battle, Israel was 
■mitten before the Philistines; and 
they slew of the army in the field 
about four thousand men. 

3 And whon the people were come 
into the camp, tho olders of Israel 
said, Wherefore hath tho Lord smit- 
ten us to-day before tbe Philistines f 
Let us fetch the ark of tbe oovenant 
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of the Lord out of Shiloh unto us, 
that, when it cometh among us, it 
may save us out of the hand of our 
enemies. 

4 So the people sent to Shiloh, that 
they might bring from thence the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord of 
hosts, which dweileth between the 
cherubim ; and the two sons of Eli, 
Ilophni and Phinehas, were there 
with the ark of tho coveuant of God. 

5 And whon the ark of tho oove¬ 
nant of the Lord came into the camp, 
all Israel shouted with a great shout, 
eo that the earth rang again. 

6 And when the Philistines heard 
the noise of the shout, they said, 
What meanclh tho noise of this great 
shout in the camp of the Hebrews? 
And they understood that the ark of 
the Lord was come into the camp. 

7 And the Philistines were afraid; 
for they said, God is come into the 
camp. And they said. Woe unto us? 
for there hath not been each a thing 
heretofore. 

8 Woe nnto us 1 who shall deliver 
us out of the hand of these mighty 
Gods ? these are the Gods that Bmote 
the Egyptians with all the plagues in 
the wilderness. 

9 Be strong, and quit yourselves 
like men, 0 yo Philistines, that ye he 
not servants unto the Hebrews, as 
thoy have boon to you; quit your¬ 
selves liko men, and fight. 

10 And the Philistines fought, and 
Israel was smitten, and they fled 
every man into his tent; and there 
was a very great slaughter ; for there 
fell of Israel thirty thousand footmen. 

11 And the ark of God was taken; 
and tho two sons of Eli, nophni and 
Phinehas, wero slain. 

12 And there ran a man of Benja- 
min out of tho army, and came to 
Shiloh the Rftme day with his olothes 
rent, and with earth upon his head. 

13 And when he came, lo, Eli sat 
upon a sent by the wayside watch¬ 
ing ; for his heart trembled for the 
ark of God. And when the man 
came into the city, and told it, all the 
city cried out. 

14 And whon Eli heard the noise 
of the orying, be said, What meaneth 
the noise of this tumult? And the 
man came in hastily, aud told Eli. 

15 Now Eli was ninety and eight 
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years old; and hie eyes were dim, 
that he could not Bee. 

16 And the man said unto Eli, I am 
he that came out of the army, and I 
fled to day out of the army. And he 
said, What is there done, my aon ? 

17 And the messenger answered 
and said, Israel is fled hefore the 
Philistines, and there hath been alec 
a great slaughter among the peoplo, 
and thy two BonB also, Ilophni and 
Phinehas, are dead, and the ark of 
God is taken. 

13 And it came to pass, when he 
made mention of the ark of God, that 
he fell from off the seat backward by 
the side of the gate, and his neck 
brake, and he died; for he was an 
old man, and heavy. And he had 
judged Israel forty years. 

19 And his daughter-in-law, Phin¬ 
ehas' wife was with child, near to be 
delivered; and when she heard the 
tidings that the ark of God was taken, 
and that her father-in-law and her 
husband were dead, she bowed herself 
and travailed; for her pains came upon 
her. 

20 And about the time of her death 
the women that stood hy her said 
unto her, Fear not; for thou hast 
borne a son. But she answered not, 
neither did she regard it, 

21 And she named the ohild I-oha- 
bod, saying, The glory is departed 
from Israel; because the ark of God 
was taken, and because of her father- 
in-law and her husband. 

22 And she said, The glory is de¬ 
parted frotn Israel; for the ark of 
God is taken. 

CHAPTER V. 

The Philistines set the ark in the house of 
Dag on — The curse, of God followelh . 
ND the Philistines took tho ark 
of God, and brought it from 
Ebcn-ezer unto Ashdod. 

2 When the Philistines took the 
ark of God, they brought it into the 
house of Dagon, and set it by Dagon. 

3 And when they of Ashdod arose 
early on the morrow, behold, Dagon, 
was fallen upon his fftce to the earth 
before the ark of the Lord. And 
they took Dagon, and set him in his 
place again. 

4 And when they arose early on the 
morrow morning, behold, Dagon was 
fallen upon his faoe to the ground be¬ 


fore the ark of the Lord; and the 
head of Dagon and both the palms 
of his hands were cut off upon the 
threshold; only the stump of Dagon 
was left to him. 

5 Therefore neither the priests of 
Dagon, nor any that come into Da- 
gon’s house, tread on the threshold 
of Dagon in Ashdod unto this day. 

6 But the hand of the Lord was 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and he 
destroyed them, and smote them with 
emerods, even Ashdod and the coasts 
thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ashdod 
saw that it was so, they said, The 
ark of the God of Israel shall not 
abide with us; for his hand is sore 
upon us, and upon Dagon our god. 

8 They sent therefore and gathered 
all the lords of the Philistines unto 
them, and said, What shall we do 
with the ark of the God of Israel? 
And they answered, Let the ark of 
the Qod of Israel be carried about 
unto Gath. And they carried the 
ark of the God of Israel about thither. 

9 And it was so, that, after they 
had carried it about, the hand of 
tho Lord was against the city with 
a very great destruction; and he 
smote the men of the city, both small 
and great, and they had emerods in 
their secret parts. 

10 Therefore they sent the ark of 
God to Ekron. And it came to pass, 
as the ark of God came to Ekron, 
that the EHronites cried out, saying, 
They have brought about the ark of 
the God of Israel to us, to slay us 
and our people. 

11 So they sent and gathered to¬ 
gether all the lords of the Philistines, 
and said, Send away the ark of the 
God of Israel, and let it go again to 
hie own place, that it slay ns not, 
and our people; for there was a 
deadly destruction throughout all 
the city : tho hand of Goi was very 
heavy there. 

12 And the men that died not were 
smitten with the emerods; and the 
ory of the oity went up to heaven. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The Philistine send back the ark—The peo¬ 
ple smitten far toofrirw? into iL 
ND the ark of the Lord was in 
the oountry of the Philistines 
seven months. 





CHAPTER VI. 


2 And the Philistines oalled for the 
priests and the diviners, saying, What 
shall we do to tho ark of the Lord? 
toll us wherewith wo shall send it to 
his place. 

3 And thoy said, If ye send away 
the ark of the God of Israel, send it 
not empty; but in any wieo return 
8 >m a trespass offering ; then ye shall 
be healed, and it shall bo known to 
you why his hand is not removed 
from you. 

4 Then said thoy, What shall he the 
trespass offering which wo shall re¬ 
turn to him ? They answered, Five 
golden omerods, and firo golden mice, 
according to tho number of the lords 
of the Philistine*; for one plagne 
was on you all, and on your lords. 

5 Wherefore yo shall make images 
of your emorods, and images of yonr 
mice that mar tho land; and ye shall 
givo glory unto the God of Israel; 
poradventuro he will lighten his hand 
from off you, and from off your gods, 
and from off your land. 

ft Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, 
did they not let the people go, and 
they dopartod ? 

7 Now therefore make a new oart, 
and take two miloh kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie the 
kino to the eart, and bring their 
oaivos home from them; 

8 And take the ark of the Lord, 
and lay it upon the oart; and put 
the jewels or gold, which ye return 
him for a trespass offering, in aooffer 
by the side thereof; and send it 
away, that it may go. 

9 And see, if it goeth np by the way 
of his own coaHt to Beth-shomosh, 
then he hath dono us this great evil; 
bat if not, then we shall know that 
It is not his hand that smote us; it 
was a chance tlint happenod to ns. 

10 And tbo men did ao; and took 
two milch kine, and tied them to tho 
oart, and shut up their oalves at home. 

11 And they laid tho ark of the 
Lord upon the oart, and the coffor 
with tho mioo of gold and the images 
of their emerodB. 

12 And the kine took the straight 
way to the way of Beth-shomesh, and 
went along the highway, lowing as 
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they went, and turned not aside to 
the right hand or to the left; and 
the lords of the Philistinos went 
aftor them unto the horder of Beth- 
shemesh. 

13 And they of Bcth-shemesh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the 
valley ; and they lifted up their eyes, 
and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see 
it. 

14 And the cart came into the field 
of Joshua, a Beth-shemite, and stood 
there, where there was a great stone; 
and they clave the wood of the cart, 
and offered the kino a burnt offering 
unto the Lord. 

15 And the Levites took down the 
ark of the Lord, and the coffer that 
was with it, wherein the jewels of 
gold were, and put them on the great 
stone; and the men of Bcth-shemesh 
offered hurnt offerings and sacrificed 
sacrifices the same day unto the 
Lord. 

I ft And when the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen it, they returned 
to Ekron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden cme- 
rods which the Philistines returned 
for a trespass offering unto the Lord; 
for Ashdod one, for Gaza one, for As- 
kelon one, for Gath one, for Ekron 
one ; 

18 And tho golden mice, aooording 
to the number of all the cities of the 
Philistinos belonging to the five lords, 
both of fenced cities, and of country 
villages, even unto the great stone of 
Abel, whereon thoy set down tho ark 
of the Lord ; which stone remaineth 
unto this day in the field of Joshua, 
the Both-shemite. 

19 And ho smote the men of Beth- 
shomosh, because thoy had looked 
into the ark of tho Lord, oven he 
smoto of the people fifty thousand 
and three-score and ten men; and 
the people lamented, because tho 
Lord had smitten many of the peo¬ 
ple with a great slaughter. 

20 And the men of Both-shemesh 
said, Who is able to stAnd before this 
holy Lord God ? and to whom shall 
he go up from us ? 

21 And they sent messengers to the 
inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, say¬ 
ing, The Philistines have brought 
again the ark of the Lerd; come ye 
down, and fetoh it up to yon. 
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CHAPTER Vn. 

The ark kept in the house of Eleatar—The 
Israelites repent at Mispeh—Samvel pray- 
ttb—The Philistines art subdued—Samuel 
judgeih Israel, 

ND the men of Kirjath-jearim 
came, and fetched up the ark 
of the Lord, and hrought it into the 
house of Abinadab in the hil), and 
sanotifiod Eleazar hie son to keep the 
ark of the Lord. 

2 And it came to pass, while the 
ark abode in Kirjath-jearim, that tho 
time was long; for it was twenty 
years; and all the house of Israel 
lamented after the Lord. 

3 And Samuel spake unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, If ye do re¬ 
turn unto the Lord with all your 
hearts, then put away the strange 
gods and Ashtaroth from among you, 
and prepare your hearts unto the 
Lord, and serve him only ; and he 
will deliver you out of the hand of 
the Phili9tinc9. 

4 Then the children of Israel did 
put away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and 
served tho Lord only. 

5 And Samuel said, Gather all Is¬ 
rael to Mizpeh, and I will pray for 
yon unto the Lord. 

8 And they gathered together to 
Mizpeh, and drew wator, and poured 
it out beforo tho Lord, and fasted on 
that day, and said there, We have 
sinned against the Lord. And Sam¬ 
uel judged the childron of Israel in 
Mizpeh. 

7 And when the Philistines heard 
that the children of Israel were ga¬ 
thered together to Mizpeh, the lords 
of the Philistines went up against Is¬ 
rael. And when the children of Is¬ 
rael heard it, they were afraid of the 
Philistines. 

8 And the children of Israel said 
to Samuel, Cease not to cry unto the 
Lord our God for us, that he will 
save us out of the hand of tho Phil¬ 
istines. 

9 And Samuel took a suckling lamb, 
and offered it for a burnt offering 
wholly unto the Lord; and Samuel 
eried unto the Lord for Israel; and 
the Lord hoard him. 

10 And as Samuol was offering up 
the hurnt offering, the Philistines 
drew near to battle against Israel; 
but the Lord thundered with a great 
thunder on that day upon the Philis¬ 


tines, and discomfited them; and 
they were smitten before Israel. 

11 And the men of Israel went out 
of Mizpeh, and pursued the Philis¬ 
tines, and smote thorn, until they 
came under Bcth-car. 

12 Then Samuel took a stone, and 
set it between Mizpeh and Shen, and 
called the name of it Eben-ezcr, say¬ 
ing, Hitherto hath the Lord helped us. 

13 So tho Philistines were subdued, 
and they came no more into the coast 
of Israel ; and the hand of tho Lord 
was against the Philistines all the 
day9 of 6amuci. 

14 And the cities which the Philis¬ 
tines had taken from Israel were re¬ 
stored to Israel, from Ekron even 
unto Gath; and the coasts thereof 
did Israel deliver out of the hands of 
the Philistines. And there was peace 
between Israel and the Amorites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all 
tho days of his life. 

16 And he went from year to year 
in circuit to Bcth-el, and Gilgal, and 
Mizpeh, and judged Israel in all those 
places. 

17 And his return wa9 to Hamah; 
for there was his house; and there 
he judged Israel; and there he built 
an altar unto the Lord. 

CHAPTER Tin. 

The Israelites ask a king —Samael teHelh the 
manner of a king. 

ND it came to pass, when Sam¬ 
uel was old, that he made his 
sons judges over Israel. 

2 Now the name of bis first-born 
was Joel; and the Dame of his se¬ 
cond, Abiah; they were judges in 
Bcer-sbeba. 

3 And his sons walked not in his 
ways, hut turnod aside after lucre, 
and took bribes, and perverted judg¬ 
ment- 

4 Then all tho elders of Israel 
gathcrod thomselves together, and 
came to Samuel unto Ramah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold, thou 
art old, and thy sons walk not in thy 
ways ; now make us a king to judge 
us like nil the nations. 

6 But tho thing displeased Samuel, 
when they said, Give us a king to 
judge us. And Samuel prayed unto 
the Lord. 

7 And the Lord said nnto Samuel, 
Ilcarken unto the voiae of tho people 





CHAPTER IX. 


Id all that they say onto thee; for 
they have not rejected thee, but they 
have rejected me, that I should uot 
reign over them. 

fl According to all the works which 
they have done since the day that I 
brought them up out of Egypt evon 
unto this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other gods, 
•u do they also unto thee. 

9 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice; howbeit yot protest solemnly 
unto them, and show them the man¬ 
ner of the king that shatl reign over 
them. 

10 And Samuel told all the words 
of the Lord unto the people that 
asked of him a king. 

11 And he said, This will be the 
manner of the king that shall reign 
over you ; lie will take your sons, and 
appoint them for himself, for his 
ohariots, and to be his horsemen; 
and some shall run before his cha¬ 
riots. 

12 And he will appoint him cap¬ 
tains over thousands, and captains 
over fifties ; and will set them to ear 
his ground, and to reap his harvest, 
and to make his instruments of war, 
and instruments of his chariots. 

13 And he will take your daughters 
to ho confectionaries, and to be cooks, 
and to bo bakers. 

14 And ho will take your fields, 
and your vineyards, and your olive- 
yards, oven the best of them, and give 
them to his servants. 

16 And he will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vineyards, 
and give to hie offioers, and to his 
servants. 

16 And he will take your men- 
servants, and your maid servants, 
and your goodliest young men, and 
yonr asses, and put them to his 
work. 

17 He will tako the tenth of your 
iheep; and yo shall bo his servants. 

18 And yo shall cry out in that day 
beoaaso of your king which ye shall 
bavo ohoson yon ; and the Lord will 
not hear you in that day. 

19 Nevertheless the people refused 
to oboy the voice of Samuel; and 
they said, Nay; but we will have a 
king ovor qb ; 

20 That we alBo may bo like all 
the nations; and that oar king may 
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judgo us, and go oui before us, and 
fight our buttles. 

21 And Samuel heard all the words 
of the people, and he rehearsed them 
in the ears of the Lord. 

22 And the Lord said to Samuel, 
Hearken unto their voice, and make 
them a king. And Samuel said unto 
the men of Israel, Go ye every man 
uuto his city. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Saul comcth to Samuel—Samuel bringeth Saul 
on hit way. 

OW there was a man of Benja¬ 
min, whose name was Kish, the 
son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, the 
son of Bcchorath, the son of Aphiah, 
a BcDjamite, a mighty man of power. 

2 And he had a eon, whose name 
was Saul, a choice young man, and a 
goodly; and there was not among 
the children of Israel a goodlier per¬ 
son than he ; from his shoulders and 
upward he was higher than any of 
the peoplo. 

3 And the asses of Kish Saul’s 
father were lost. Aud Kish said to 
Saul his son, Tako now one of the ser¬ 
vants with thee, and arise, go seek 
the asses. 

4 And ho passed throngh mount 
Ephraim, and passed through the 
land of Shalisha, but they found them 
not; then they passed through the 
land of Shalim, and there they were 
not; and he passed through the land 
of the Bcnjamites, but they found 
them not. 

6 And when they wero come to the 
land of Zuph, Saul said to his ser¬ 
vant that was with him, Come, and 
let us return; lest my father leave 
caring for the asses, and take thought 
for us. 

6 And he said unto him, Behold 
now, there is in this oity a man of 
God, and he is an honourable man ; 
all that he saith comelh surely to 
pass; now lot us go thither; perad- 
venturo ho can show us oar way that 
we should go. 

7 Then said Sanl to his servant, 
But, behold, if we go, what shall we 
briug the man ? for the bread is spent 
in our vessels, and there is not ajpre- 
sent to bring to the man of God; 
what havo wo ? 

8 And the aervant answered Saul 
again, and snld. Behold T have here 
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at band the fonrth part of a shekel 
of silver; that will I give to the man 
of God, to tell us our way. 

9 (Beforetimo in Israel, when a 
man went to inquire of God, thus he 
epake, Come, and let us go to the seer; 
for he that is now called a Prophet 
was beforetime called a Seer.) 

10 Then said Saul to his servant, 
Well said ; come, let ns go. So they 
went unto the oity where the man of 
God was. 

11 And as they went up the hill 
to the city, they found young maid¬ 
ens going out to draw water, and said 
ujto them, Is the seer here ? 

12 And they answered them, and 
said, He is; behold, he is before you; 
make haste now, for he came to-day 
to the oity; for there is a sacrifico 
of the people to-day in the high 
place; 

13 As soon as ye be oome into the 
oity, ye shall straightway find him, 
before ho go np to the high place to 
cat; for the people will not eat until 
he come, because he doth bless the 
sacrifice; and afterwards they eat 
that be bidden. Now therefore get 
you up; for about this time ye shall 
find him. 

14 And they went np into the city; 
and when they were come into the 
oity, behold, Samnel came out against 
them, for to go up to the high place. 

15 Now the Lord had told Samuel in 
his ear a day before Saul came, sayiag, 

16 To-morrow about this time I 
will send thee a man out of the land 
of Benjamin, and thou shalt anoint 
him to be captain over my people Is¬ 
rael, that he may save my people out 
of the hand of the Philistines; for I 
have looked upon my people, because 
their cry is come nnto me. 

17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
Lord said unto him, Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee of! this same 
shall reign over my people. 

18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel 
in the gate, and said. Tell me, I pray 
thee, where the seer’s house is. 

19 And Samuel answored Saul, and 
said, I am the seer; go np before me 
nnto the high place; for ye shall eat 
with me to-day, and to-morrow I will 
let thee go, and will tell thee all that 
is in thine heart. 

20 And aB for thine asses that were 


lost three days ago, set not thy mind 
on them; for they are found. And 
on whom is all the desire of Israel? 
Is it not on thee, and on all thy fa¬ 
ther's house ? 

21 And Saal answered and said, 
Am not I a Benjamite, of the small¬ 
est of tho tribes of Israel ? and my 
family the least of all the families 
of the tribe of Benjamin? wherefore 
then speakest thou so to me? 

22 And Samuel took Saul a:id hi? 
servant, and brought them into tho 
parlour, and made them sit in the 
chiefest place among them that were 
bidden, which were about thirty per¬ 
sons. 

23 And Samuel said unto the cook, 
Bring tho portion which I gave thee, 
of which I said unto thee, Set it tay 
thee. 

24 And the cook took np the ehoul 
dcr, and that which was upon it, and 
set it before Saul. And Samael said, 
Behold that which is left! set it be¬ 
fore thee and eat; for unto this time 
hath it been kept for thee since I 
said, I have invited the people. So 
Saul did eat with Samuel that day. 

25 And when they were come down 
from tho high place into the oity, 
Samuel communed with Saul upon 
the top of the house. 

26 And they arose early; and it 
came to pass ahout the spring of the 
day, that Samuel called Saul to the 
top of the house, saying, Up, that I 
may send thee away. And Saul arose, 
and they went out both of them, hn 
and Samuel, abroad. 

27 And as they wore going down to 
the eDd of tho oity, Samuel said to 
Saul, Bid the servant pas9 on before 
us, (and be passed on,) but stand thon 
still a while, that I may show thee 
the word of God. 

CHAPTER X. 

Samuel anainteth Said. and confirmsth him — 
Saul’s heart is changed, and he prophesisih 
—Said chosen at Miipeh by lot. 

HEN Samuel took a vial of oil, 
and poured it upon his head, 
nod kissed him, and said. Is it not 
beenuso the Lord hath anointed thee 
to bo oaptain over his inheritance ? 

2 When thou art departed from me 
to-day, thon thou shalt find two men 
by Rachol's sepulchre in the border 
of Benjamin at Zelcah ; and they will 
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a*y unto thco, The asses which thou 
wcntof't to seek are found; and, lo, 
thy father hath left the care of the 
afttititf. and sorroweth for you, Baying, 
What shall I do for my bod ? 

3 Thon ehnlt thou go on forward 
from thonce, aud thou ahalt come to 
tho plain of Tabor, and there shall 
meet thee three men going up to God 
u> Ffcth-ol, one oarrying three kidfl, 
and another carrying three loavos of 
bread, and another carrying a bottle 
of wine; 

4 And they will salute thee, and 
give thoe two loaves of bread; which 
thou ahalt receive of their hauds. 

5 After that thou shalt oome to the 
hill of God, whore is the garrison of 
the Philistines; and it Bhall eome to 
pass, when thou art come thither to 
tho city, that thou shall meet a com¬ 
pany of prophets coming down from 
Lho high place with a paaltory, and a 
tftbrot, and a pipe, and a harp, be¬ 
fore them ; and they shall prophesy ; 

0 And the Spirit of the Lord will 
come upon thee, and thou shalt 
prophesy with them, and shalt be 
turnod into another man. 

7 And lot it ho, when these signs 
are eome unto thco, that thou do as 
occasion serve thoe; for God is with 
thee. 

8 Aud thou shalt go down hefore 
mo to Gilgal; and, behold, I will 
come down unto thee, to offer burnt 
offerings, and to saorifioe sacrifices of 
peace offerings; sovon days shalt thou 
tarry, till I come to thee, and show 
thee what thou shalt do. 

9 And it was so, that, when he had 
turned his buck to go from Samuel, 
God gave him anothor heart; and all 
those signs came to pass that day. 

10 Aud when they came thither to 
the hill, hohold, a company of pro- 

S hete mot him; and the Spirit of 
od oame upon him, and he prophe- 
siod among them. 

11 And it oame to pass, when all 
that knew him bnforetime Baw that, 
behold, he prophesiod among the 
prophets, then tho pooplo said one 
to another, What is this that is oome 
unto tho son of Kish ? Is Saul also 
among tho prophetB? 

12 Aud one of lho same plaoe an¬ 
swered and said, But who is their 
father ? Therefore it beoame a pro¬ 


verb, Ib Saul also among the pro¬ 
phets 7 

13 And when he had made an end 
of prophosying, he oame to the high 
place. 

14 And Saul’s nnole said unto him 
and to his servant, Whither wont ye? 
And he said, To seek the asses; and 
when wo saw that they were nowhere, 
we came to Samuel. 

15 And Saul’s uncle said, tell me, I 
pray thee, what Samuol said unto yon. 

16 And Saul said unto hie uncle, 
He told us plainly that the asses 
wore found. But of the matter of 
the kingdom, whereof Samuel spake, 
he told him not. 

17 And Samuel oalled the people 
together unto the Lord to Mizpeh; 

18 And said unto the children of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, I brought up Israel out of 
Egypt, and delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of 
the hand of all kingdoms, and of 
them that oppressed yon; 

19 And ye have this day rejected 
your God, who himself saved you out 
of all your adversities and your tribu¬ 
lations; and ye have said unto him, 
Nay, but set a king over us. Now 
therefore present yourselves hefore 
tho Lord by your tribes, and by your 
thousands. 

20 And when Sam net had oansed 
all the tribes of Israel to oome near, 
the tribe of Benjamin was taken. 

21 When he had caused the tribe 
of Benjamin to oome near by their 
families, the family of Matri was 
taken, and Saul the son of Kish was 
taken; and when they sought him, 
ho could not he found. 

22 Therefore they inquired of the 
Lord further, if the man should yet 
oomo thither. And the Lord an¬ 
swered, Behold, he hath hid himself 
among the stuff. 

23 And they ran and fetched him 
thenco; and when he stood among 
the people, he was higher than any 
of the people from his shoulders and 
upward. 

24 And Samuel said to all the peo¬ 
ple, See yc him whom tho Lord hath 
choeon, that there is none like him 
among all the peoplo? And all the 
people shouted, and said, God save 
the king. 
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25 Then Samuel told the people the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote 
it in a book, and laid it up before 
the Lord. And Samuel sent all the 
people away, every man to his house. 

26 And Saul also went home to 
Gibeah; and there went with him a 
band of men, whose hearts God had 
touched. 

27 But the children of Belial said, 
How shall this man save us? And 
they despised him, and brought him 
no presents. But he held his peace. 

CHAPTER XI. 

The intrigue of Nahash —.SiauTj kingdom 
renewed. 

rpiHEN Nahash the Ammonite came 
up, and encamped against Jab- 
esh-gilead; and all the men of Jab- 
esh said unto Nahash, Make a cove¬ 
nant with us, and we will serve thee. 

2 And Nahash the Ammonite an¬ 
swered them, On this condition will I 
make a covenant with you, that I 
may thrust out all your right eyes, 
and lay it fora reproach in all Israel. 

3 And the elders of Jabesh said 
unto him, Give us seven days' re¬ 
spite, that wo may send messengers 
unto all the coasts of Israel; and 
then, if there be no man to save ns, 
we will oome out to thee. 

4 Then oame the messengers to 
Qibeah of Saul, and told the tidings 
in the ears of the people ; and all the 
people lifted up their voices, and 
wept. 

5 And, hchold, Saul oame after the 
herd out of the field; and Saul said, 
What aileth the people that they 
weep? And they told him the tidings 
of the men of Jabesh. 

6 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, 
and his anger was kindlod greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent them 
throughout all the ooasts of Israol 
by the hands of messengers, saying. 
Whosoever oometh not forth after 
Saul and after Samuel, so shall it be 
done unto his oxen. And the fear 
of the Lord fell on the people, and 
they oame out with one oonsont. 

6 And when he nuinberod them in 
Besek, the ohildren of Israel woro 
three hundred thousand, and the moo 
of Judah thirty thousand. 

1) And they Baid unto the messen¬ 


gers that came, Thus shall ye say 
unto Lhe men of Jabcsh-gilcad, To 
morrow, by that time the sun be hot, 
ye shall have help. And the messen¬ 
gers came and snowed it to the men 
of Jabesh ; and they were glud. 

10 Therefore the men of Jabesh 
said, To-morrow we will come out 
unto you, and ye shall do with us all 
that scemeth good unto you. 

11 And it was so on the morrow, 
that Saul put the people in three 
companies; and they came into the 
midst of the host in the mjrning 
watch, and slew the Ammonites until 
the heat of the day ; ami it came to 
to pass, that they which remained 
were scattered, so that two of thorn 
were not left together. 

12 And the people said unto Samuel, 
Who is he that said, Shall Saul reigu 
over us ? bring the men, that we may 
put them to death. 

13 And Saul said, There shall not 
a man be put to death this day ; for 
to-day the Lord hath wrought salva¬ 
tion in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the people, 
Come, and let us go to Gilgal, and 
renew the kingdom there. 

15 And all the people went to Gil¬ 
gal ; and there thoy made Sanl king 
before the Lord in Gilgal; and there 
they sacrificed sacrifices of peace of¬ 
ferings before the Lord; and there 
Saul and all the men of Israel ro- 
joiced greatly. 

CHAPTER XII. 

SamueTs integrity — The people's ingrati¬ 
tude—He terrifudh and comjorteth them. 
ND Samuel said unto all Israel, 
Behold, I have hearkened unto 
your voice in all that ye said unto 
me, and have made a king over you. 

2 And now, behold, the king walk- 
cth before you; and I am old and 
grayheaded ; and, behold, my sons 
are with you ; and I have walked be¬ 
fore you from my childhood unto this 
day. 

3 Behold, bore I am; witness 
against me before the Lord, and be¬ 
fore his anointed ; whose ox have I 
taken? or whose ass have I taken? 
or whom havo I defrauded ? whom 
have I oppressed? or of whose hand 
have I received any bribe to blinJ 
mine eyes therewith ? and I will re¬ 
store it you. 
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4 And they said, Thou hast noL de¬ 
frauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast thou taken aught of any man’s 
hand. 

6 And be said unto them, The Lord 
it witness against you, and his an¬ 
ointed is witness this day, that ye 
have not found aught in my band. 
And tbey answered, He is witness. 

0 And Sainue) said unto tho people, 
It is tbo Lord tbat advanced Moses 
and Aaron, and that brought your 
fathers up out of the land of Egypt. 

7 Now therefore stand still, that I 
may reason with you before tbo Lord 
of all the righteous note of the Lord, 
which be did to you and to your 
fathers. 

9 Whon Jacob was come into 
Egypt, and your fathers cried unto 
the Lord, then the Lord sent Moses 
and Aaron, which brought forth your 
fathers out of Egypt, and made them 
dwell in this plaoe. 

9 And when they forgat the Lord 
their God, he sold them into the 
hand of Sisera, captain of the host of 
Ilnzor, and into the hand of the Phil¬ 
istines, and into the band of the king 
of Moab, and they fought against 
them. 

10 And tbey oried unto the Lord, 
and said, We have Binned, booause 
we have forsaken the Lord, and have 
served Baalim and Ashtarolh; but 
now dclivor us out of tho hand of our 
enemies, and we will servo thee. 

11 And the Lord sent Jerubbaal, 
and Bodnn, and Jcphihah, and Sam¬ 
uel, and delivered you out of tho 
hand of your enemies on every side, 
aod ye dwelt safo. 

12 And when ye saw that Nahash 
the king of the children of Ammon 
oame against you, yo said unto me. 
Nay ; but a kiog shall reign over us; 
when Hu* Lord your God was your 
king. 

13 N aw t hero fore behold the king 
whom ye have choson. And whom ye 
have desired ! and, behold, the Lord 
hath set a king over you. 

14 If yo will fear tho Lord, and 
serve him, and obey his voioe, and 
not rebel against tho commandment 
of tho Lord ; then shall both ye and 
also the king that reigneth over you 
oontinue following tno Lord your 
God;

15 But if ye will not obey the voioe 
of (be Lord, but rebel against the 
cornmandmont of (be Lord; then 
shall tho hand of the Lord be against 
you, as it was against your fathers. 

16 Now therefore stand and see this 
great thing, whiob tho Lord will do 
before your eyes. 

17 Is it not wheat harvest to-day? 
1 will call unto the Lord, and he shall 
send thunder and rain; that ye may 
perceive and fee that your wicked¬ 
ness is great, which ye have done in 
the sight of tho Lord, in asking you 
a kiug. 

18 So Samuel called unto the Lord ; 
and the Lord sent thnnder and rain 
that day ; and all the people greatly 
feared the Lord and Samuel. 

19 And all the people said unto 
Samuel, Pray for thy servants unto 
tho Lord thy God, that we die not; 
for we have added unto all oor sins 
this evil, to ask us a king. 

20 And Samuel said unto the people, 
Fear not; ye have done all this 
wickedness; yet turn not asido from 
following the Lord, but serve the 
Lord with all your heart; 

21 And turn yo not aside; for then 
should ye go after vain things, which 
cannot profit nor deliver; for they 
are vain. 

22 For the Lord will not forsake his 
people for his great name's sake; be¬ 
cause it bath pleased the Lord to 
make you his people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid 
that I should sin against tho Lord in 
oeAsing to pray for you; but I will 
teach you the good and the right 
way; 

24 Only fear the Lord, and serve 
him in truth with all your heart; for 
oonsider how great things he hath 
done for you. 

25 But if ye shall still do wickedly, 
ye shall be consumed, both ye and 
your king. 

CHAPTER XIIL 

SnuTt band—The Philistines' great host — 

The distress of Out Israelite*— Sand sacri¬ 
fice! h — Samuel rtprovelh him — The. policy 

of the Philistines. 

AUL roigned one year; and when 
bo had reigned two years over 
Israel, 

2 Saul chose him three thousand 
men of Israel; whereof two thousand 
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were with Saul in Michmash and in 
mount Beth-el, and a thooeand were 
with Jonathan in Qibcah of Benja~ 1 
min; and the real of the people he 
sent every man to his lent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the garrison 
of the Philistines that was in Geba, 
and the Philistines heard of it. And 
Saul blew the trumpet throughout all 
the land, saying. Let the Hebrews 
hear. 

4 And all Israel beard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philis¬ 
tines, and that Israel also was had 
in abomination with the Philistines. 
And the people wero called together 
after Saul to Gilgal. 

5 And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together to fight with 
Israel, thirty thousand chariots, and 
six thousand horsemen, and people 
as the sand which is on the sea-shore 
in multitude ; and they came up, and 
pitched in Michmash, eastward from 
Bclh-av'cn. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people 
were distressed,) then the people did 
hide thcmsolves in oaves, and in 
thiokets, and in rooks, and in high 
places, and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went 
over Jordan to the land of Gad and 
Gilead. As for Sanl, he was yet in 
Gilgal, and all the people followed 
him trembling. 

8 And he tarried seven dftys, 
aocording to the Bet time that Samnel 
had appointed; but Samuel came not 
to Gilgal; and the people were 
scattered from him. 

9 And Saul said, Bring hither a 
burnt offering to me, and peace offer¬ 
ings. And he offered the ournt offer¬ 
ing. 

10 And it oame to pass, that as 
soon as he had made an end of offer¬ 
ing the burnt offering, behold. Samuel 
oame; and Saul weDt out to meet 
him, that he might salute him. 

11 And Samuel said, What hast 
thou done? And Saul said, Beoause 
I saw that the people wore scattered 
from me, and that thou oamest not 
within the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines gathered themselves 
together at Miohinash; 

12 Therefore said I, The Philistines 
will oome down now upon me to Gil¬ 


gal, and I have not made supplication 
unto the Lord; I forced myself 
therefore, and offered a burnt offer¬ 
ing. 

13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou 
hast done foolishly ; thou hast not 
kept the commandment of the Lord 
tby God, which he commanded thee ; 
for now would the Lord have estab¬ 
lished thy kingdom upon Israel for 
ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
continue; the Lord hath sought him 
a man after bis own heart, and the 
Lord hath commanded him to be 
captain over his people, because Ihoo 
hast not kept that which the Lord 
commanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him 
up from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Ben¬ 
jamin. And Saul numbered the 
people that were present with him, 
about six hundred men. 

10 And Saul, and Jonathan hie son, 
and the people that were present with 
themj abode in Gibeah of Benjamin ; 
but the Philistines enaamped in 
Michmash. 

17 And the spoilers came out of the 
oamp of the Philistines in three 
companies; one oompany turned 
unto the way that leadeth to Ophrah, 
onto the land of Shnal; 

18 And another company turned 
the way to Bcth-horon; and another 
company turned to the way of the 
boraor that looketh to the valley of 
Zoboim toward the wilderness. 

10 Now there was no smith fonnd 
throughout all the land of Israel; for 
the Philistines said, Lest the Hebrews 
make them swords or spears ; 

20 Bnt all the Israelites went down 
to the Philistines, to sharpen every 
man his share, and his oonlter, and 
his axe, and his mattock. 

21 Tet they had a file for the mat- 
tooks, and for the ooutters, and for 
the forks, and for the axes, and to 
sharpen the goads. 

22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neithor sword 
nor spear found in the hand of any 
of the peoplo that wore with Saul and 
Jonathan; but with Sanl and with 
Jonathan his son was there found. 

23 And the garrison of the Philis¬ 
tines went out to the passage of 
Michmash. 
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CHAPTER XIV. 

Jonathan gmiUih the Philistines * garrison — 
A divine terror — Said's unadvised adjura¬ 
tion lie buildeth an altar—Jonathan 
saved by the people—SauTs family. 

OW it camo to pass upon a day, 
tbat Jonathan the aon of Saul 
said unto the young man tbat bare 
his armour, Come, and let ne go over 
in tbe Philistines' garriaon, that ia on 
the other aide. Dut he told not hia 
father. 

2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost 
part of Gibeah under a pomegranate 
tree which is in Migron ; and the 
people that were with him were about 
six hundred men; 

3 And Abiah, the eon of Ahitub, 
I-chubod’s brother, the aon of Phin- 
phas, tbe son of Eli, the Lord's priest 
in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And 
i he people knew not that Jonathan 
wna gone. 

4 And helweon the passages, by 
which Jonathan sought to go over 
unto tho Philistines’ garrison, thero 
was a sharp rock on the one aide, and 
a sharp rock on the other side; and 
tho name of the one waa Bozez, and 
the name of the other Scneh. 

5 The forefront of the one was 
situate northward over against Mich- 
uiash, and tho other southward over 
against Gibeah. 

6 And Jonathan aaid to tho young 
man that baro hia armour, Come, 
and let us go over unto tbe garrison 
of theBe uncircumoiaod; it may be 
that the Lord will work for ub; for 
thero is no restraint to the Lord to 
save by many or by few. 

7 And hia armour-bearer aaid unto 
him, Do all that ia in thy heart; 
turn thee; behold, I am with thee 
according to thy heart. 

8 Then said Jonathan, Behold, wo 
will paBS over unto tbcae men, and we 
will discovor ourselves unto them. 

9 If they Bay thus unto us, Tarry 
until wo come to you ; then we will 
stand still in our place, and will not 
go up unto thorn. 

10 But if they say thus, Come up 
uuto us ; then we will go up ; for the 
Lord hath delivered them into our 
hand; and this shall be a sign unto 
us. 

11 And both of them disoovered 
themselves unto the garrison of the 
Philistines; and the Philistines said. 
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Behold, tho Hebrews conic forth oat 
of the holes where they had hid 
themselves. 

12 And the men of the garrison 
answered Jonathan and hie armour- 
bearer, and said, Come up to us, and 
we will show you a thiug. And 
Jonathan said unto his armour- 
bearer, Come up after me; for the 
Lord hath delivered them into the 
hand of Israel. 

13 And Jonathan climbed up upon 
his hands and upon his feet, and his 
armour-bearer after him; and they 
fell before Jonathan ; and his armour- 
bearer slew after him. 

14 And that first slaughter, which 
Jonathan and his armour-bearer 
made, w&b about twenty men, within 
as it were a half aore of land, which 
a yoke of oxen might plough. 

15 And there was trembling in the 
host, in the field, and among all the 
people; the garrison, and the spoil¬ 
ers, they also trembled, and the earth 
quaked; so it was a very great 
trembling. 

16 And the watchmen of Saul in 
Gibeah of Benjamin looked; and, 
behold, the multitude melted away, 
and they went ou beating down one 
another. 

17 Then said Saul unto the people 
that were with him, Number now, 
and see wbo is gone from us. And 
when they had numbered, behold, 
Jonathan and his armonr-he&rer were 
not there. 

18 And Saul said unto Ahiah, Bring 
hitbor the ark of God. For the ark 
of God was at that time with the 
children of Israel. 

19 And it came to pass, while Saul 
talked unto the priest, that the noise 
that was in the host of the Philis¬ 
tines went on and increased; and 
Saul said unto tho priest, Withdraw 
thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people 
that were with him assembled them¬ 
selves, and they came to tho battle; 
and, behold, every man's sword was 
against his fellow, and there was a 
very great discomfiture. 

21 Moreover, the Hebrews that were 
with the Philistines before that time, 
which wont up with them into the 
oamp from the country round about, 
even they also turned to be with the 
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Israelites that were with Baal and 
Jonathan. 

22 Likowise all tho men of Israel 
which had hid themselves in mount 
Ephraim, when they heard that the 
Philistines fled, even they also fol¬ 
lowed hard after them in the battle. 

23 So tho Lord saved Israel that 
day ; and the battle passed over unto 
Beth-aven. 

24 And tho men of Israel were dis¬ 
tressed that day; for Sanl had ad¬ 
jured the people, saying, Cursed be 
the man that cateth any food until 
evening, that I may bo avenged on 
mine enemies. So nono of the peo¬ 
ple tasted any food. 

25 And all they of the land came to 
a wood; and there was honey upon 
the ground. 

26 And when tho people were come 
into the wood, behold, the honey 
dropped; but no man put his hand 
to his mouth; for the pcoplo feared 
the oath. 

27 But Jonathan heard not when 
his father charged the people with 
the oath ; wherefore he put forth the 
end of the rod that was in his hand, 
and dippod it in a honey-comb, and 
put his nand to his mouth ; and hia 
eyes were enlightened. 

28 Then answered one of the peo¬ 
ple, and said, Thy father straitly 
charged the pcoplo with an oath, 
saying, Cursed be the man that eat- 
eth any food this day. And the peo¬ 
ple were faint. 

29 Then said Jonathan, My father 
hath troubled the land ; see, I pray 
you, how mine eyes have been en¬ 
lightened, because I tasted a little 
of this honey. 

30 How much more, if haply the 
people had eaten freely to-day of tho 
spoil of their enemies which they 
found? for had there not been now 
a much greater slaughter among the 
Philistines? 

31 And they smote the Philistines 
that day from Michmash to Aijalon ; 
and the people were very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the 
spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, and 
ealves, and slew them on the ground; 
and the people did oat thorn with the 
blood. 

33 Then they told Saul, saying, 
Behold, the people sin against the 


Lord, in that they eat with the hlood. 
And ho said, Ye have transgressed; 
roll a great stone unto me this day. 

34 And Saul said, Disperse your¬ 
selves among the people, and say 
unto them, Bring mo hither every 
man his ox, and every man his sheep,, 
and slay them here, and cat; and sin 
not against tho Lord in eating with 
the blood. And all the people brought 
every man hia ox with him that night, 
and slew them there. 

35 And Saul built an altar unto the 
Lord ; the samo was tbc first altar 
that he built unto the Lord. 

36 And Saul said, Let us go down 
after tho Philistines by night, and 
spoil them until the morning light, 
and let us not leave a man of them. 
And they said, Do whatsoever aecm- 
cth good unto thee. Then said the 
priest, Let us draw near hither unto 
tiod. 

37 And Saul asked counsel of God, 
Shall I go down after the Philistinea ? 
wilt thou deliver them into the hand 
of Israel ? But he answered him not 
that day. 

38 And Saul said. Draw yo near 
hither, all the chief of the people ; 
and know and see wherein this sin 
hath been this day. 

39 For, as tho Lord liveth, which 
saveth Israel, though it he in Jona¬ 
than my son, ho shall surely die. 
But there was not a man among all 
the people that answered him. 

40 Then said he unto all Israel, Be 
ye on one side, and I and Jonathan 
my son will be on the other side. 
And the peoplo said unto Saul, Do 
what scometh good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said onto the 
Lord God of Israel, Give a perfect 
lot. And Saul and Jonathan were 
taken ; but the peoplo escaped. 

42 And Saul said, Cast lots between 
me and Jonathau toy son. And Jona¬ 
than was taken. 

43 Thon Saul said to Jonathan, 
Tell me what thou hast dono. And 
Jonathan told him, and said, I did 
but taste a little honey with the end 
of the rod that was in mine hand, 
and, lo, I must die. 

44 And Saul answered, God do so 
and more also; for thou shalt surely 
die, Jonathan. 

45 And the peoplo said unto Saul, 
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Shall Jooathan die, who hath wrought 
tbie great salvation in Israel P God 
forbid ; bb the Lord livclh, Ihero Bhall 
not one hair of his head fall to the 
ground ; for be hath wrought with 
God this day. So the people rescued 
Jonathan, that he died not. 

Then Saul went up from follow¬ 
ing the Philistines; and the Philis¬ 
tines went to their own plaoe. 

17 So Saul took the kingdom over 
Israel, and fought against all his 
enemies on every side, against Moab, 
and against the children of Ammon, 
und against Edom, and against the 
kings of Zobah, and against the Phi¬ 
listines; and whithersoever he turned 
himself, he vexed them. 

46 And ho gathered a host, and 
smote the Amalckites, and delivered 
Israel out of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were Jona¬ 
than, and Ishui, and Melchi-shua; 
and the names of his two daughters 
were theso ; Lhe name of tho first-born 
Merab, and the name of the younger 
Miohul; 

60 And the name of Saul's wife 
was Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahi- 
muaz; and the name of the captain 
of his host wasAbner, tho son of Ncr, 
Snul's uncle. 

61 And Kish was tho father of 
Saul; and Nor the father of Abnor 
waB tbo son of Abiel. 

62 And there was sore war against 
the Philistines all the days of Saul ; 
and when Saul saw any strong man, 
or any valiant man, he took him unto 
him. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Samuel tendeth Saul lo destroy AmaUk—He 
spareth Agog and the best of the spoil — 
God's rejection of him far his disobedience 
— Saul's humiliation—Samuel kiUeth Agag 
—Samuel and Saul part. 

S AMUEL also said unto Saul, The 
Lord sent me to anoint thee to 
be king over his people, over Israel; 
now thorefore hearken thou unto tho 
voice of tho words of the Lord. 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, I 
remember that which Amalck did to 
Israel, how bo laid wait for him in 
the way, when he oame up from 
Egypt. 

9 Now go and smite Amalok, and 
utterly destroy all that they have, 
and spare them not; bat slay both 1 


man and woman, infant and Bnok- 
ling, ox and sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered tho people 
together, and numbered them in Te- 
laitn, two hundred thousand footmen, 
and ten thousand men of Judah. 

5 And Saul came to a city of Amn- 
lek, and laid wait in the valley. 

6 And Saul said unto the Kenites, 
Go, depart, get you down from 
among the Amalekites, lest I destroy 
you with them; for he showed kind¬ 
ness to all the children of Israel when 
they came up out of Egypt. So the 
Kenites departed from among the 
Amalekites. 

7 And Saul smote the Amalekites 
from Ilavilah until thou comest to 
Shar, that is over against Egypt. 

8 And he took Agag the king of 
the Amalekites alive, and utterly de¬ 
stroyed all the people with the edge 
of tho sword. 

9 But Saul and the people spared 
Agag, and the host of the sheep, and 
of the oxen, and of the fatlings, and 
the lambs, and all that was good, and 
would not utterly destroy them ; but 
every thing that was vile and refuse, 
that they destroyed utterly. 

10 Then came the word of the Lord 
ante Samuel, saying, 

111 have set ap Saul to be king, 
and he repenteth not that he hath 
sinned, for he hath turned back from 
following me, and hath not performed 
my commandments. And it grieved 
Samuel; and he cried unto the Lord 
all night. 

12 And when Samuel rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told 
Samuel, saying, Saul came to Carmel, 
and, behold, he set him up a plaoe, 
and is gone about, and passed on, 
and gone down to Gilgal. 

13 And Samuel came to Saul; and 
Saul said unto him, Blessed be thoo 
of the Lord; I have performed the 
commandment of the Lord. 

14 And Samuel said, What mean- 
oth then this bleating of the sheep in 
mine cars, and the lowing of the oxen 
which I hear ? 

16 And Saul said, They have brought 
them from tho Amalekites; for the 
people spared the best of the sheep 
and of the oxen, to saorifloe unto the 
Lord thy God; and thq rest we here 
utterly doatreyod. 
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10 Then Samuel said unto Saul, 
Stay, and I will tell theo what the 
Lord hath Baid to me this night. 
And he said unto him, Say on. 

17 And Samuel said. When thou 
wast little in thine own sight, wast 
thou not made the head of the trihes 
of Israel, and the Lord anointed thee 
king over Israel ? 

18 And the Lord sent thee on a 
journey, and said, do and utterly 
destroy the sinners the Amalekites, 
and fight againBt them until they be 
oonsomed. 

19 Wherefore then didst thou not 
ohey the voice of the Lord, hut didst 
fly upon the spoil, and didst evil in 
the sight of the Lord ? 

20 And Saul said unto Samuel, Tea, 
I have obeyed the voice of the Lord, 
and have gone the way which the 
Lord sent me, and have brought 
Agag the king of Amalek, and have 
utterly destroyed the Amalekites. 

•* 21 But the people took of the Bpoil, 

sheep and oxen, the chief of the 
things which should havo heen ut¬ 
terly destroyed, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord thy God in Gilgal. 

22 And Samuel said, Hath the Lord 
as great delight in hurat offerings and 
sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of 
the Lord ? Behold, to obey is better 
than sacrifice, and to hearken than 
the fat of rams. 

23 For rebellion is as the sin of 
witchcraft, and stubbornness is as 
iniquity aDd idolatry. Because thou 
hast rejected the word of the Lord, 
he hath also rejected thee from being 
king. 

24 And Saul said unto Samuel, I 
have sinned ; for I have transgressed 
the aommandment of the Lord, and 
thy words ; heoanee I feared the peo¬ 
ple, and obeyed their voioe. 

26 Now therefore, I pray thee, par¬ 
don my sin, and tarn again with me, 
that I may worship the Lord. 

26 And Samuel said unto Saul, I 
will not return with thee; for thou 
haBt rejected the word of the Lord, 
and the Lord hath rejected thee from 
being king over Israel. 

27 And as Samuel turned about to 
go away, he laid hold upon the skirt 
of his mantle, and it rent. 

26 And Samuel said unto him, The 
Lord hath rent the kingdom of Israel 


from theo this day, and hath gives 
it to a neighbour of thine, that is 
better than thou. 

29 And also the Strength of Israel 
will not lie nor repent; for ho is not 
a man Lhat he should repent, 

30 Then ho said, I have sinned; yet 
honour me now, I pray thee, before 
the elders of my people, and hefore 
Israel, and turn again with me, that 
I may worship the Lord thy God. 

31 So Samuel turned again after 
Saul; and Saul worshipped the Lord 

32 Then said Samuel, Bring vt 
hither to me Agag the king of the 
Amftlckitce. And Agag came unto 
him delicately. And Agag said, 
Surely the bitterness of death is 
past. 

33 And Samuel said. As thy sword 
hath made women childless, so shall 
thy mother be childless among wo¬ 
men. And Samuel hewed Agag in 
pieces before the Lord in Gilgal. 

34 Then Samuel went to Hamah; 
and Saul went up to bis house to Gi- 
beah of Saul. 

35 And Samuel came no more to 
see Saul until the day of his death; 
nevertheless, Samuel mourned for 
Saul; and the Lord rent the kingdom 
from Saul whom ho had made king 
over Israel. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Samuel ccmtth to Beth-Uhrm—Hit htmum 
judgment is reproved —He anvinteih Da¬ 
vid—Saul sendeth for David. 

ND the Lord said onto Samuel, 
How long wilt thou mourn for 
Saul, seeing I have rejected him 
from reigning over Israel ? fill thine 
horn with oil, and go, I will send tliee 
to Jesso the Beth-lehemite; for I 
have provided me a king among his 
sons. 

2 And Samuel said. How can I go ? 
if Saul hear it, he will kill me. And 
tho Lord said, Take a heifer with 
thee, and say, I am come to sacrifice 
to the Lord. 

3 And call Jesse to the sacrifice, 
and I will show thee what thou shall 
do; and thou shalt anoint unto me 
him whom I name unto thee. 

4 And Samuel did that which the 
Lord spake, and came to Eoth-lehem. 
And the elders of the town trembled 
at his coming, and said, Oomest thou 
peaceably 7 
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6 And he said, Peaceably; I am 
come to sacrifice unto tho Lord; 
lanotify yooraelves, and come with 
mo to the sacrifice. And he sancti¬ 
fied Jesse and his sons, and called 
them to the sacrifice. 

6 And it came to pass, when they 
were oorne, that ho looked on Eliab, 
and said, Surely the Lord’s anointed 
is before him. 

7 But the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Look not on his countenance, or on 
the hoight of his stature; because I 
hare rofused him ; for tho Lord seeth 
not as mun seeth ; for naan lookoth 
on the outward appearance, but the 
Lord lookoth on the heart. 

8 Then Jesse called Abinadab, and 
made him pass before Samuel. And 
ho said, Noitbor hath the Lord cho¬ 
sen this. 

9 Then Jesse made Shammah to 
pass by. And he said, Neither hath 
the Lord ohoson this. 

10 Again Josse made seven of his 
sons to pass beforo Samuel. And 
Samuel said unto Jesso, Tho Lord 
balk not chosen those. 

11 And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are 
here all thy children ? And he said, 
There remaineth yet the youngest, 
and, behold, ho kcepeth the sheep. 
And Samuel said unto Jesse, Send 
and feloh him; for we will not Bit 
down till he oome hither. 

12 And ho sont, and brought him 
in. Now ho was ruddy, and withal 
of a beautiful countenance, and goodly 
to look to. And tho Lord said, Arise, 
anomt him ; for this iB ho. 

13 Then Samuel took tho horn of 
oil, and anointed him in the midst of 
his hrethi\ t and tho Spirit of tho 
Lord came upon David from that day 
forward. So Samuel rose op, and 
went to Ramah. 

14 But the Spirit of the Lord de¬ 
parted from Saul, and an evil spirit 
whioh was not of the Lord troubled 
him. 

15 And Saul's servants said unto 
him. Behold now, an evil spirit whioh 
is not of Qod troubleth thee. 

16 Let our lord now command thy 
servants, which are before theo, to 
seek out a man, who is a cunning 
player on a harp; and it shall come 
to pass, when the evil spirit, whioh is 
not of Qod, is upon thee, that he shall 


play with his hand, and thou shalt 

DO Woll, 

17 And Sanl said uDto his servants, 
Provido me now a man that can play 
well, and bring him to me. 

13 Then answerod one of the ser¬ 
vants, and said, Behold, I have seen 
a son of Jesse the Both-lehemite, 
that is cunning in playing, and a 
mighty valiant man, and a man of 
war, and prudent in matters, and a 
comely person, and the Lord is with 
him. 

19 Wherefore Saul sent messengers 
unto Jesse, and said, Send me David 
thy son, which is with the sheep. 

20 And Jesse took an ass laden 
with bread, and a hottle of wine, and 
a kid, and sent them by David his 
son unto Saul. 

21 And David came to Saul, and 
stood hefore him; and he loved him 
greatly; and he heoame his armour- 
bearer. 

22 And Saul sent to Jesse, saying, 
Let David, I pray thee, Btand hefore 
me; for he hath found favonr in my 
sight. 

23 And it oarne to pass, when the 
evil spirit, which was not of God, 
was upon Saul, that David took a 
harp, and played with his hand; 
so Saul was refreshed, and was well, 
and tho evil spirit departed from 
him. 


CHAPTER XVn. 

Goliath's challenge—David lakcth the dial 
lengt—By faith he tlayelh the giant. 

N OW tho Philistines gathered 
together their armies to battle, 
and were gathered together at Sho- 
ohoh, whioh hcloDgctli to Judah, and 
pitched between Shochoh and Aze- 
kah, in Ephcs-dammiin. 

2 And Saul and the men of Israel 
were gathered together, and pitohed 
hy the valloy of Elah, and set the 
hattle in array against the Philis¬ 
tines. 

3 And the Philistines stood on a 
mountain on the one side, and Israel 
stood on a mountain on the othor 
side; and there was a valley between 
them. 

4 And thore went out a champion 
oat of the camp of the Philistines, 
named Goliath, of Gath, whose 
height was six oubits and a span. 

6 And he had a helmet of brass 
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upon his head, and he was armed 
with a coat of mail; and the weight 
of the ooat was five thousand shekels 
of brass. 

6 And he had greaveB of brass upon 
his legs, and a target of braeB be¬ 
tween biB shouldors. 

7 And the staff of his spear was 
like a weaver’s beam; and his spear’s 
head weighed Biz hundred shekels of 
iron; and one bearing a shield went 
before him. 

S And he stood and cried unto the 
armies of Israel, and said unto them, 
Why are ye come out to set your 
battle in array? am not I a Philis¬ 
tine, and ye servants to Saul ? chooso 
you a man for you, and let him come 
down to me. 

9 If he be ablo to fight with me, 
and to kill me, then will wo bo your 
servants; but if I provail against 
him, and kill him, then shall ye be 
our servants, and servo us. 

10 And the Philistine said, I defy 
tho armies of Israel this day; give 
me a man, that we may fight to¬ 
gether. 

11 When Saul and all Israel heard 
those words of the Philistine, they 
were dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

12 Now David was the son of 
that Ephrathito of Beth-lehem-judah, 
whoso name was Jesse; and he had 
eight sons; and the man went among 
men for an old man in the days of 
Saul. 

13 And the three eldest sons of 
Jesse went and followed Saul to the 
battle; and the names of his three 
sons that went to the battle were 
Eliab the first-born, and next onto 
him Abinodab, and the third Sham- 
mah. 

14 And David was the youngest; 
and the three eldest followed Saul. 

15 But David went and returned 
from Saul to feed his father’s sheep 
at Beth-lehem. 

16 And the Philistine drew near 
morning and evening, and presented 
himself forty days. 

17 And Jesse said unto David his 
son, Take now for thy brethren an 
ephah of this parchod oorn, and these 
ten loaves, and run to the camp to 
thy brethren; 

18 AJtd oarry these ten oheesos unto 
the captain of their thousand, and 


look how thy hrethren fare, and take 
their pledge. 

10 Now Saul, and they, and all the 
men of Israel, were in the valley of 
Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

20 And David roso up early in the 
morning, and left the sheep with a 
keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse 
had commanded him ; and he came 
to the trench, as the host was going 
forth to the fight, and shouted for the 
battle. 

21 For Israel and the Philistines 
had put tho hattle in array, arm} 
against army. 

22 And David left his carriage in 
the hand of tho keeper of the car¬ 
riage, and ran into the army, and came 
and saluted his hrethren. 

23 And as he talked with them 
hchold, there came up the champion, 
the Philistine of Oath, Goliath by 
name, out of the armies of the Phi¬ 
listines, and epako according to 
the same words; and David heard 
them.' 

24 And all tho men of Israel, when 
they saw tho man, fled from him, 
and were eore afraid. 

25 And the men of Israel said, Have 
ye seen this man that is come up ? 
surely to defy Israel is he come up : 
and it shall be that the man who 
killcth him, the king will enrich him 
with great riches, and will give him 
his daughter, and make his father’s 
house free in Israel. 

26 And David spake to the men 
that stood by him, saying, What 
shall be done to the man that killeth 
this Philistine, and taketh away the 
reproach from Israel ? for who is this 
uncircumcised Philistine, that he 
should defy tho armies of the living 
God ? 

27 And the people answered him 
after this manner, saying, So shall 
it be done to the man that killeth 
him. 

2S And Eliab his eldest brother 
heard when ho spake unto the men; 
and Eliab’s anger was kindled against 
David, aud ho said, Why earnest thou 
down hither? and with whom hast 
thou left those few sheep in the wil¬ 
derness ? I know thy pride. and the 
naughtiness of thino heart; for thou 
art oome down that thou mightest 
seo the hattle. 
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29 And David said, What have I I drew near unto David; and the man 


now done? Ia there not a cause? 

30 And he turned from him to¬ 
ward another, and epako after the 
namo manner; and the people an- 
iwered him again after the former 
manner. 

31 And wheD the words were heard 
which David spake, they rehoarsed 
■ ’•-in beforo Saul; and he Bent for 
him. 

32 And David said to Saul, Let no 
man’s heart fail because of him ; thy 
servant will go and fight with this 
Philistino. 

33 And Saul said to David, Thou 
art not able to go against this Philis¬ 
tine to fight with biui; for thou art 
hut a youth, and ho a man of war 
from his youth. 

34 And David said unto Saul, Thy 
servant kopt his father’s sheep, and 
rhoro came a lion, and a bear, and 
took a lamb out of the flock ; 

35 And I went out after him, and 
smoto him, and delivered it out of 
his mouth ; and when he arose against 
me, I caught him by his heard, and 
smote him, and slow him. 

36 Thy servant slew both tho lion 
and the hear; and this unciroumcisod 
Philistine shall he as one of them, 
seeing he hath defied tho armies of 
the living God. 

37 David said moreovor, Tho Lord 
that delivered me out of tho paw of 
the lion, and out of the paw of the 
boar, be will delivor me out of the 
band of this Philistine. And Saul 
said unto David, Go, and the Lord be 
with thee. 

38 And Saul armod David with his 
armour, and he put a helmet of brass 
upon hia head; rIbo he armed him 
with a coat of mail. 

39 And David girded his sword 
upon his armour, and he assayed Lo 
go; for he had not provod it. And 
David said unto Saul, I cannot go 
with those; for I have not proved 
them. And David nut them off him. 

40 And he took his staff in his 
hand, and ohose him five smooth 
stones out of the hrook, and put 
them in a shepbord’s bag which ho 
had, even in a sorip; and his sling 
was in his hand; and ho drow near 
to tho Philistine. 

41 And tho Philistine came on and 


that haro the shield went heforo him. 

42 And when the Philistine looked 
about, and saw David, ho disdained 
him; for he was hut a youth, aud 
ruddy, and of a fair eountenanoe. 

43 And the Philistine said unto 
David, Am I a dog, that thou comest 
to me with 6tavcs ? And the Philis¬ 
tine cursed David by his godB. 

44 And the Philistine said to David, 
Come to me, and I will give thy fleah 
unto tho fowls of the air, and to the 
heasts of the field. 

45 Then said David to the Philis¬ 
tine, Thou comest to me with a sword, 
aud with a spear, and with a shield; 
but I como to thoo in the name of 
the Lord of hosts, the God of the 
armies of Israel, whom thou hast de¬ 
fied. 

48 This day will the Lord deliver 
thee into mino hand; and I will smite 
thee, and take thine head from thee; 
And I will give the carcasses of the 
host of the Philistines this day unto 
the fowls of the air, and to the wild 
beasts of the earth ; that all the earth 
may know that there is a God in 
Israel. s 

47 And all this assembly shall know 
that tho Lord saveth not with sword 
and spear; for the battle is the 
Lord's, and he will give you into our 
hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the 
Philistine arose, and came and drew 
nigh to meet David, that David 
hasted, and ran toward the army to 
moot tho Philistine. 

49 And David put his hand in his 
bag, and took thence a stone, and 
slang it, and smote the Philistine in 
his forehead, that tho stone sunk 
into his forehead; and he fell upon 
his face to the earth. 

50 So David provailed over the 
Philistines with a sling and with a 
stone, and smote the Philistine, and 
slew him; but there was no sword in 
the hand of David. 

51 Thoroforo David ran, and stood 
upon tho Philistino, and took his 
sword, and drow it out of tho sheath 
thcroof, and slew him, and out off 
bis head therowith. And when the 
Philistines saw thoir ohampion was 
dead, thoy fled. 

52 And the mon of Israel and of 
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Judah arose, and shouted, and pur- 
sued the Philistinos, until thou come 
to tho valley, and to tho gates of 
Ekron. And tho wounded of the 
Philistines foil down by the way to 
ShaarAim, oven unto Gath, and unto 
Ekron. 

53 And the ohildren of Israel re¬ 
turned from chasing after tho Philis¬ 
tines, and they Bpoilcd their tents. 

54 And David took the head of tho 
Philistine, and hrought it to Jeru¬ 
salem; but he put his armour in his 
tent. 

55 And when Saul saw David go 
forth against the Philistine, ho said 
unto Abnor, the captain of tho host, 
Abnor, whose son is this youth ? And 
Ahncr said, As thy soul liveth, 0 
king, I cannot tell. 

56 And the king said, Inquire thou 
whose son the stripling is. 

57 And as David returned from the 
slaughter of the Philistine, Abner 
took him, and brought him before 
Saul with tho head of the Philistine 
in his hand. 

56 And Saul said to him, Whose 
son art thou, thou young man ? And 
David answered, I am the son of thy 
servant Jesse the Both-lehemite. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

Jonathan loveth David—Saul seeketh to km 

him—David persuaded to be the king’s 

ton-in-lav) — David’s glory increaseth. 

A ND it came to pass, when he had 
made an end of Bueaking unto 
Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was 
knit with the soul of David, and 
Jonathan loved him as his own 
soul. 

2 And Saul took him that day, and 
would let him go no more home to 
his father’s house. 

3 Then Jonathan and David made 
a covenant, beoause he lovod him as 
his own soul. 

4 And Jonathan stripped himself 
of the robe that was upon him, and 
gave it to David, and his garments, 
even to his sword, and to his bow, 
and to his girdle. 

5 And David went out whitherso¬ 
ever Saul sent him, and bohavod 
himself wisely ; and Saul set him over 
the men of war, and he was accepted 
in the sight of all tho people, and 
also in the sight of Saul's servants. 

6 And it came to pass as they oame, 


when David was returned from the 
slaughter of tho Philistine, that the 
women came out of all cities of 
Israel, singing and dancing, to meet 
king Saul, with tabrets, with joy, and 
with instruments of music. 

7 And the women answered one 
another as they played, and said, 
Saul hath slain his thousands, and 
David his ten thousands. 

8 And Saul was very wroth, and 
the saying displeased him; and he 
said, They have ascribed unto David 
ten thousands, and to me they have 
ascribed but thousands; and what 
can ho have more but the king¬ 
dom ? 

9 And Saul eyed David from that 
day and forward. 

10 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that the evil spirit which was 
not of God came upon Saul, and ho 
prophesied in the midst of the house; 
and David played with his hand, 
as at other times; and there was a 
javelin in Saul’s hand. 

11 And Snul cast the javelin ; for he 
said, I will smito David even to the 
wall with it. And David avoided 
out of his presence twice. 

12 And Saul was afraid of David, 
because tho Lord was with him, and 
was departed from Saul. 

13 Therefore Saul removed him from 
him, and made him his oaptaio over 
a thousand; and he went out and 
came in beforo the poople. 

14 And David behaved himself 
wisely in all his ways; and the Lord 
was with him. 

15 Whorefore when Saul saw that 
ho behaved himself very wisely, he 
was afraid of him. 

16 But all Israel and Judah loved 
David, because he went out and oame 
in before them. 

17 And Saul said to David, Bohold 
my elder daughter Merab, her will I 
give thee to wife; only be thou valiant 
for me, and fight the Lord’s battles. 
For Saul said, Let not niino hand be 
upon him, but let the hand of the 
Philistines bo apon him. 

19 And David said unto Saul, Who 
am I ? and what is my life, or my 
father’s family in Israel, that I should 
be son-in-law to tho king? 

19 But it oame to pass at the time 
when Merab Saul’s daughter should 
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bare been given to David, that she 
was given unto Adriel the Mehola- 
Ibito to wife. 

20 And Miohal Saul’s daughter 
loved David; and they told Saul, 
and the thiDg pleased him. 

21 And Saul said, I will givo him 
her, that she may be a snare to him, 
and that the band of the Philistines 
may be against him. Wherefore 
Saal said to David, Thou shalt this 
day be my son-in-law in the one of 
the twain. 

22 And Saul oommandcd his ser¬ 
vants, saying, Commune with David 
secretly, and say. Behold, the king 
bulb delight in thee, and all his ser¬ 
vants love thee; now therefore bo 
the king’s son-in-taw. 

23 And Saul’s servants spake those 
words in the ears of David. And 
David said, Seemeth it to you a light 
thing to be a king’s son-in-law, see¬ 
ing that I am a poor man, and lightly 
esteemed ? 

24 And the servants of Saul told 
him, saying, On this manner spake 
David. 

25 And Saul said, Thus shall ye 
say to David, Tho king desireth not 
any dowry, but a hundred foroskins 
of the Philistines, to be avenged of 
the king’s enemies. But Saul thought 
to make David fall by the hand of 
the Philistines. 

20 And whon bis servants told Da¬ 
vid those words, it pleased David 
well to be tho king’s son-in-law; and 
the days wero not expired. 

27 Wheroforo David arose and wont, 
bo and his men, and slew of the Phi- 
listinos two hundred mon ; and David 
brought theirforoskin8,and they gave 
them in full tale to tbo king, that he 
might be the king’s son-in-law. And 
Saul gave him Miohal his daughter 
to wife. 

28 And 6aul saw and knew that the 
Lord was with David, and that 
Miohal Saul’s daughter loved him. 

29 And Saul was yet the moro afraid 
of David; and Saul became David’s 
enemy oontinually. 

30 Thon tho prinocs of tho Philis¬ 
tines wont forth ; and it oame to puss, 
after Ihoy went forth, that David be¬ 
haved himsolf more wisely than all 
the servants of Saul; so that his 
name was much set by. 


CHAPTBH XIX. 

Jonathan digrJoteth his fathers purpose to 
frill David — Said's malicious rage— 
J lichal decHveih her father—David 
cometh to Samuel—Saul prophesieth, 

ND Saul spake to Jonathan his 
son, and to all his servants, that 
they should kill David. 

2 But Jonathan Saul’s son delighted 
much in David; and Jonathan told 
David, saying, Saul my father eeok- 
eth to kill thee; now therefore, I 
pray thee, tako heed to thyBelf nntil 
the morning, and abide in a seoret 
plaoe, and hide thyself; 

3 And I will go out and stand be¬ 
side my father in the field where tbou 
art, and I will commune with my fa¬ 
ther of thee; and what I see, that I 
will tell thoe. 

4 And Jonathan spake good of 
David unto Saal his father, and said 
unto him, Let not the king sin against 
his servant, against David; because 
he hath not sinned againBt thee, and 
because his works have been to thee- 
ward very good; 

5 For ho did put his life in his 
hand, and slew the Philistine, and 
the Lord wrought a great salvation 
for all Israel; tbou Baweet it, and 
didst rojoico ? wherefore then wilt 
tbou sin against innooeut blood, to 
slay David without a oause ? 

6 And Suul hearkened unto the 
voice of Jonathan; and Saul sware, 
As the Lord liveth, he shall not he 
slain. 

7 And Jonuthan called David, and 
Jonathan showed him all those 
things. And Jonathan brought David 
to Saul, and ho was in his presence, 
as in times past. 

8 And there was war again; and 
David wont out, and fought with the 
Philistines, and slew thorn with a 
great slaughter; and they fled from 
him. 

0 And the evil spirit which was not 
of the Lord was upon Saul, a9 ho sat 
in his house with his javelin in his 
hand; and David played with his 
hand. 

10 And Saal sought to smite David 
evon to tho wall with the javelin ; but 
he slipped away out of Saul’s pre¬ 
sence. and ho smote the javelin into 
the wall; and David fled, and es¬ 
caped that night.

11 Baal also sent messengers unto 
David’s house, to watch him, and to 
slay him in the morning; and Michal 
David’s wife told him, saying, If 
thou save not thy life to-night, to¬ 
morrow thon shalt ho slain. 

12 So Michal lei David down 
through a window; and he went, and 
Bed, and escaped. 

13 And Michal took an image, and 
laid it in the bed, and put a pillow of 
goats’ hair for his bolster, and cover¬ 
ed it with a cloth. 

14 And when Saul sent messengers 
to take David, she said, He is sick. 

15 And Saul sent the messengers 
again to see David, saying, Bring 
him up to me in the bed, that I may 
slay him. 

16 And when the messengers were 
oome in, hehold, there was an image 
in the bed, with a pillow of goats’ 
hair for his bolster. 

17 And Sanl said unto Michal, Why 
hast thou deceived me so, and sent 
away mine enemy, that he is es¬ 
caped? And Michal answered Saul, 
He said unto me, Let me go ; why 
should I kill thee ? 

18 So David fled, and escaped, and 
came to Samuel to Hamah, and told 
him all that Saul had done to him. 
And he and Samnel went and dwelt 
in N&ioth. 

19 And it was told Saul, saying, 
Behold, David is at N&ioth in Hamah. 

20 And Saul sent messengers to 
take David; and when they saw the 
company of the prophets prophesy¬ 
ing, and Samuel standing as appoint¬ 
ed over them, tho Spirit of God was 
npon the messengers of Saul, and 
they also prophesied. 

21 And when it was told Saul, he 
sent other messengers, and they pro¬ 
phesied likewiso. And Saul sent 
messengers again the third time, and 
they prophesied also. 

22 Then went he also to Hamah, 
and came to a great well that is in 
Sechu; and ho asked aDd said, Where 
are Samnel and David ? And one 
said, Behold, thoy be at Naioth in 
R&mah. 

23 And ho went thither to Naioth 
In Ram&h ; and the Spirit of God wns 
apon him also, and he went on, and 

f prophesied, antil ho oiune to N&ioth 
n Hamah. 


24 And he stripped off hie clothes 
also, and prophesied before Samuel 
in like manner, and lay down naked 
all that day and all that night. 
Wherefore they say, Is Saul alao 
among the prophets? 

CHAPTER XX. 

David amsullfth with Jonathan— Thar 

covenant- — -Jonathan’s token to David — 

Saul ttekdh to km Jonathan. 

ND David fled from Naioth in 
Hamah, and came and said be¬ 
fore Jonathan, What have I done? 
what is mine iniquity ? and what is 
my sin before thy father, that he 
seckelh my life? 

2 And he said unto him, God for¬ 
bid; thou shalt not die ; behold, my 
father will do nothing either great or 
small, hut that ho will show it me: 
and why should my father hide this 
thing from me? it is not so. 

3 And David aware moreover, and 
said, Thy father certainly knoweth 
that'I have found grace in thine 
eyes ; and he eaith, Let not Jonathan 
know this, lest he be grieved ; but 
truly, as the Lord liveth, and as thy 
soul liveth, there is but a step be¬ 
tween me and death. 

4 Then said Jonathan unto David, 
Whatsocvor thy soul desireth, I will 
even do it for thee. 

5 And David said unto Jonathan, 
Behold, to-inarrow is the new moon. 
And I should not fail to sit with the 
king at meat; but let me go. that I 
may hide myself in the field unto the 
third day at even. 

6 If thy father at all miss me, then 
say, David earnestly asked leave of 
me that he might run to Beth-lehem 
his city; for there is a yearly sacrifice 
there for all the family. 

7 If ho say thus. It is well; thy 
servant shall have peace; but if he 
be very wroth, then be 6ure that evil 
is determined by him. 

8 Therefore thou shalt deal kindly 
with thy servant; for thou hast 
brought thy servant into a covenant 
of tho Lord with thee; notwithstand¬ 
ing, if thcro be in me iniquity, slay 
me thyself : for why shouldest thou 
bring me to thy father? 

9 And Jonathan said, Far be it 
from thee; for if I knew certainly 
that evil were determined by my 
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father to oome upon thee, thee would 
doI I tell it thee? 

10 Then said David to Jonathan, 
Who shall tell mo? or what if thy 
father answer thee roughly ? 

11 And Jonathan said unto David, 
Come, and let us go out into the field. 
And they wont out both ol' them into 
tbo field. 

12 And Jonathan said unto David, 
0 Lord God of Israel, when I have 
iuund^d my father about to-morrow 
any time, or the third day, and, 
behold, if there bo good toward David, 
and I then seud not unto thee, and 
show it tboo; 

13 The Lord do so and muoh more 
to Jonathan; but if it plea90 my 
father to do thuo evil, then I will 
show it thee, and send thee away, 
that thou mayest go in peace ; and 
the Lord bo with thee, as he hath 
been with my father. 

14 And thou shalt Dot only while 
yet I live show me the kindness of 
the Lord, that I die not; 

15 But also thou shalt not out off 
thy kindnoss from my house for ever; 
no, not when the Lord hath out off 
the enemies of David every one from 
the faoo of the earth. 

16 Bo Jonathan made a covenant 
with the house of David, saying. Let 
the Lord oven require it at the hand 
of David’B enemies. 

17 And Jonathan causod David to 
Bwoar again, because he loved him; 
for be loved him as he loved his own 
soul. 

18 Then Jonathan said to David, 
To-morrow is the new moon; and 
thou shalt be misBcd, because thy 
seat will be empty. 

19 And when thou hast stayed three 
days, then thou shalt go down 
quickly, and oome to the place where 
thou didst hide thyself when tho 
business was in hand, and shalt 
lemain by the stone Ezel. 

20 And I will shoot throe arrows 
on tho sido thereof, as though 1 shot 
at a mark. 

21 And, behold, I will send a lad, 
saying, Go, find out the arrows. If 
I expressly say unto the lad, Behold, 
the arrows are on this side of thee, 
take them; tbon come thou; for 
there is peace to thee, and no hurt; 
an the Lord liveth. 
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22 But if 1 say thus unto the young 
man, Behold, the arrows are beyond 
thee ; go thy way ; for the Lord hath 
sent thee away. 

23 And as touohing the matter 
which thou and I have spoken or, 
behold, tho Lord bo between thee and 
me for ever. 

24 So David hid himself in the 
field ; and when the now moon was 
oome, die king sat him down to eat 
meal. 

25 And the king eat upon bis seat, 
as at other times, oven upon a seat by 
the wall; and Jonathan arose, and 
Abner sat by Saul’s side, and David's 
place was empty. 

26 Nevertheless Saul spake not any 
thing that day; for he thought, 
Something hath befallen him, he u 
not clean ; surely he is not olean. 

27 And it oame to pass on the 
morrow, which was the sooond day 
of the month, that David’s place was 
empty ; and Saul said unto Jonathan 
his bod, Wherefore cometh not the 
son of JesBe to moat, neither yester¬ 
day, nor to-day ? 

28 And Jonathan answered Saul, 
David earnestly asked leave of me to 
go to Beth-lehem ; 

29 Aud he said, Let me go, I pray 
thee; for our family hath a sacrifice 
in the city; and my hrother, he hath 
commanded me to he there ; and now, 
if I have found favour in thine eyes, 
let me got away, I pray thee, and see 
my brethren. Therefore he cometh 
not unto the king’s table, 

30 Then Saul’s anger was kindled 
against Jonathan, and he said onto 
him, Thou son of the perverse 
rebellious woman, do not I know that 
thou hast chosen tho son of Jesse to 
thine own confusion, and unto the 
confusion of thy mother's nakedness? 

31 For as long as the son of Jesse 
liveth upon the ground, tbou shalt 
not be established, nor thy kingdom. 
Whorefore now send and fetch him 
unto me, for he shall surely die. 

32 And Jonathan answered Saul bis 
father, and said unto him, Wherefore 
shall he bo slain ? what hath he done? 

33 And Saul cast a jnveliu at him 
to smite him; whereby Jonathan 
knew that it was detorminod of hie 
father to slay David. 

34 So Jonathan arose from the table 
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in Hero© anger, and did eat no meat 
the second day of tho month; for he 
was grieved for David, hecause his 
father bad done him shame. 

35 And it came to pass in the 
morning, that Jonathan went out into 
the field at the time appointed with 
David, and a little lad with him. 

36 And he said unto his lad, Run, 
find oat now the arrows which I 
shoot. And as the lad ran, he shot 
an arrow beyond him. 

37 And when the lad was come to 
the place of the arrow which Jonathan 
had shot, Jonathan cried after the 
lad, and said, Is not the arrow beyond 
thee ? 

38 And Jonathan cried after the 
lad, Make speed, haste, stay not. 
And Jonathan's lad gathered up the 
arrows, and came to his master. 

39 But the lad knew not any thing; 
only Jonathan and David knew the 
matter. 

40 And Jonathan gave his artillery 
nnto his lad, and said unto him, Go, 
oarry them to the city. 

41 And as soon as the lad was gone, 
David arose out of a place toward 
the south, and fell on his face to the 
ground, and bowed himsolf three 
times; and they kisBed one another, 
and wept one with another, until 
David ezoeeded. 

42 And Jonathan said to David, Go 
in peace, forasmuch as we have sworn 
both of us in the name of the Lord, 
saying, The Lord ho between me and 
thee, and botween my seed and thy 
seed for ever. And he arose and 
departed; and Jonathan went into 
the oity. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

David obtaineth hallowed bread—Doeg wot 

present—David takeih Goliath’s sword — 
David feigneth himself mad 
HEN came David to Nob to 
Ahimcleoh the priest; and 
Ahimelech was afraid at the meeting 
of David, and said unto him, Why 
art thou alone, and no man with thee? 

2 And David said unto Ahimeloch 
the priest, The king bath commanded 
me a business, and hath said unto 
me, Let no man know any thing of 
the business whereabout I send thee, 
and what I have commanded thee; 
and I have appointed my servants to 
such and anon a place. 


3 Now therefore what ie under thine 
hand ? givo me Gve loaves of bread in 
mine hand, or what there is presenr. 

4 And the priest answered David, 
and said, There is no common bread 
under mine hand, but there is hal¬ 
lowed bread; if the young men have 
kept themselves at least from women. 

5 And David answered the priest, 
and said onto him, Of a truth women 
have been kept from us about these 
three days, since I came out, and the 
vessels of tho younj men are holy, 
and the bread is in a manner com¬ 
mon, yea, though it were sanctified 
this day in the vessel. 

6 So the priest gave him hallowed 
bread; for there was no hread there 
hut the show-bread, that was taken 
from before the Lord, to put hot 
bread in the day when it was taken 
away. 

7 Now a oertain man of the ser¬ 
vants of Saul was there that day, 
detained before the Lord; and his 
name was Doeg, an Edomite, the 
chiefost of the herdmen that belonged 
to Saul. 

8 And David said unto Ahimelech, 
And is there not here under thine 
hand spear or sword ? for I have 
neither brought my sword nor my 
weapons with me, because the king'6 
business required haste. 

9 And the priest said, The sword 
of Goliath the Philistine, whom thou 
slowest in the valley of Elah, behold, 
it is here wrapped in a cloth behind 
the ephod; if thou wilt tako that, 
take it; for there is no other save 
that here. And David said, There is 
nono like that; give it me. 

10 And David arose, and fled that 
day for fear of Saul, and went to 
Achish the king of Gath. 

11 And the servants of Achish said 
unto him, Is not this David the king 
of the land? did they not sing one 
to another of him in dances, Baying, 
Saul hath slain his thousands, and 
David his ten thousands? 

12 And David laid up these words 
in his heart, and was sore afraid of 
Achish the king of Gath. 

13 And he ohanged his behaviour 
beforo them, and feigned himself 
mad in their hands, and scrabbled 
on tho doors of the gate, and let hia 
spittle fall down upon hia beard. 
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14 Then said Aohish unto his ser¬ 
vants, Lo, ye Bee the man is mad; 
wherefore then have ye brought him 
to me ?■ 

16 Have I need of madmen, that 
ye have brought this fellow to play 
the madman in my presence? shall 
this fellow oome into my house? 

CHAPTER XXII. 

dbmpaniei retort unto David—He commend- 
elk hit parent! unto the king of Moab — 
Said ptersudh him —S5xt4 ammandeth to 
kill the prujte—Alriathar tecaping, bring- 
eth David the newt. 

AVID therefore departed thenoe, 
and escaped to tne cave Adnl- 
lam ; and when his brethren and all 
hiB father’s house heard it, they went 
down thither to Lim. 

2 And every one that was in dis¬ 
tress, and every one that was in debt, 
aDd every one that was discontented, 
gathered themselves nnto him; and 
he became a oaptain over them ; and 
there were with him about four hun¬ 
dred men. 

3 And David went thenoe to Mizpeh 
of Moab; and he said unto the king 
of Moab, Let my father and my mo¬ 
ther, I pray thee, oome forth, and be 
with you, till I know what God will 
do for me. 

4 And ho brought them before the 
king of Moab ; and they dwelt with 
him all the while that David was in 
the hold. 

5 And the prophet Gad said unto 
David, Abide notin the hold; depart, 
And got thee into the land of Judah. 
Then David departed, and came into 
the forest of llnreth. 

6 When Saul heard that David was 
discovered, and the men that were 
with him, (now Saul abode in Giboah 
under a tree in Rarnah, having hi9 
spear in his hand, and all his ser¬ 
vants were standing about him;) 

7 Then Saul said unto his servants 
that stood about him, Hear now, yo 
Bon jumitefl; will the son of Josso 
give every one of you fields and 
vineyards, and mako you all cap¬ 
tains of thousands, and captains of 
hundreds; 

8 That all of you have conspired 
ag liuBt mo, and there is none that 
showoth mo that my son bath in ado 
a league with Iho son of Joeso, and 
there Is nono of you that 1 b sorry 


for me, or showeth unto me that my 
aon hath stirred up my servant 
against me, to lie in wait, as at this 
day ? 

0 Then answered Doeg the Edom¬ 
ite, whioh was Bot over the servants 
of Saul, and said, I saw the son of 
Jesse ooming to Nob, to Ahimeleoh 
the son of Ahitub. 

10 And he inquired of the Lord 
for him, and gave him victuals, and 
gave him the sword of Goliath the 
Philistine. 

11 Then the king Bent to oall Ahim- 
eleeh the priest, the son of Ahitnb, 
and all his father’s house, the priests 
that were in Nob; and they oame all 
of thorn to the king. 

12 Aod Saul said, Hear now, thou 
son of Ahitub. And he answered, 
Here I am, my lord. 

13 And Saul said unto him, Why 
have ye conspired against me, thou 
and the son of Josbb, in that thon 
hast given him bread, and a sword, 
and hast inquired of God for him, 
that ho should rise against me, to lio 
in wait, as at this day 7 

14 Then Ahimclech answered the 
king, and said, And who is so faith¬ 
ful among all thy servants as David, 
which is the king’s son-in-law, and 
goeth at thy bidding, And is honour¬ 
able in thiue house ? 

15 Did I then begin to inquire of 
God for him? be it far from me; let 
not the king impute anything unto 
his servant, nor to all the house of 
my father; for tby servant knew 
nothing of all this, less or more. 

16 And the king said, Thou shalt 
surely die, Ahiinelcch, thou, and all 
thy father's house. 

17 And tho king said unto the foot¬ 
men that stood about him, Turn, 
aud slay the priosts of the Lord; 
because their band also is with Da¬ 
vid, and because they know when ho 
lied, and did not show it to mo. But 
the servants of the king would not 
put forth their hand to fall upon the 
priests of the Lord. 

18 And the king said to Doeg, Turn 
thou, and fall upon tho priests. And 
Doeg tho Edomito turned, and he foil 
upon the priests, and slew on that 
day four-Baore and fivo persons that 
did wear a linen ephod 

10 And Nob, the oity of the priests, 
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smote be with the edge of the Bword, 
both men and women, ohildren and 
snoklings, and oxen, and asses, and 
sheep, with the edge of the Bword. 

20 And one of the eons of Ahime- 
ieoh the eon of Ahitub, named Abia- 
thar, escaped, and fled after David. 

21 And Abiathar showed David that 
Saul had slain the Lord’s priests. 

22 And David said onto Abiathar, 
I knew it that day, when Doeg the 
Edomite was there, that he would 
surely tell Saul; I have occasioned 
the death of all the persons of thy 
father’s house. 

23 Abide thon with me, fear not; 
for he that seeketh my life seeketh 
thy life; bnt with me thon shall be 
in safeguard. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

David ruateUi Keilah — God thoveih the 
coming q f .Soul — Jonathan eonyfortdh 
him. 

T HEN they told David, Baying, Be¬ 
hold, the Philistines fight against 
Keil&h, and they roh the threshing- 
floors. 

2 Therefore David inquired of the 
Lord, saying, Shall I go and smite 
these Philistines? And the Lord said 
unto David, Go, and smite the Philis¬ 
tines, and Bavo Kcilah. 

3 And David’s men said unto him. 
Behold, we he afraid here in Judah ; 
how much more then if we come to 
Keilah against the armios of Lhe 
Philistines? 

4 Then David inquired of tho Lord 
yet again. And the Lord answered 
him and said, Arise,go down to Kci¬ 
lah ; for T will deliver the Philistines 
into Lhino hand. 

5 So David nDd his men went to 
Kcilah, nnd fought with tho Philis¬ 
tines, and brought away their cnttlo, 
and smote them with a great slaugh¬ 
ter. So David saved the Inhabitants 
of Keilah. 

6 And it came to pass, when Abia¬ 
thar the son of Ahimelcch fled to 
David to Keilah, that ho came down 
with an ephod in his hand. 

7 And it was told Saul that David 
was come to Kcilah. And Saul said, 
God hath delivered him into mine 
hand; for he is shut in, by entering 
into a town that hath gates and 
bars. 

8 And Saul called all the people to¬ 


gether to war, to go down to Keilah, 
to besiege David and his men. 

8 And David knew that Sanl se¬ 
cretly practised mischief against him; 
and he said to Abiathar the priest, 
Bring hither the ephod. 

10 Then said David, 0 Lord God 
of Israel, thy servant hath certainly 
heard that Saul seeketh to come to 
Keilah, to destroy the oity for my 
sake. 

11 Will the men of Keilah deliver 
me np into his hand; will Saul oome 
down, thy servant hath heard ? 0 
Lord God of Israel, I beseech thee, 
tell thy servant. And the Lord said, 
He will oome down. 

12 Then said David, Will the men 
of Keilah deliver me and my men 
into the hand of Sanl ? And the 
Lord said, They will deliver thee up. 

13 Then David and his men, which 
were about six hundred, arose and 
departed out of Keilah, and went 
whithersoever they could go. And it 
was told Saul that David was es¬ 
caped from Keilah; and he forbare 
to go forth. 

14 And David abode in the wilder¬ 
ness in strong holds, and remained 
in a mountain in tho wilderness of 
Ziph. And Saul sought him every 
day, but God delivered him not into 
his hand. 

15 And David saw that Sanl was 
como out to seek his life; and David 
was in tho wilderness of Ziph in a 
wood. 

16 And Jonathan Saul’s son arose, 
and went to David into the wood, 
and strengthened his hand in God. 

17 And he said unto him, Fear not; 
for the hand of Saul my father shall 
not find thee ; and thou shalt bo king 
over Israel, and I shall be next unto 
thee; and that also Saul my father 
knowclh. 

19 And they two made a covenant 
before tho Lord; and David abode 
in tho wood, and Jonnthan went to 
his house. 

18 Then came up tho Ziphites to 
Saul to Gibcah, saying, Doth not 
David hide himself with us in strong 
holds in tho wood, in tho hill of Ha- 
chilah, which is on the south of 
Jcshimoo ? 

20 Now therefore, 0 king, come 
down aooording to all tho desire of 



CHAPTER XXIV. 


Ihj soul to come down ; and our part 
shall be to deliver him into the king's 
hand. 

21 And 6&nl said, Blessed be ye of 
the Lord; for ye have compassion on 
me. 

22 Go, I pray yon, prepare yet, and 
know and see his place where his 
hannt is, and who hath seen him 
there; frr it is told me that he deal- 
eth very snhtilely. 

23 See therefore, and take know¬ 
ledge of all the larking-plaoee where 
he hideth himself, and come ye again 
to me with the certainty, and I will 
go with you; and it shall oome to 
pass, if he be in the land, that I will 
searoh him out throughout all the 
thousands of Judah. 

24 And they arose, and went to Ziph 
before Saul; but David and his men 
were in tho wilderness of Maon, in 
the plain on the south of Jesbimon. 

25 Saul also and his men went to 
seek him. And they told David; 
wherefore he came down into a rock, 
and abode in the wilderness of Maon. 
And when Saul heard that, be pur¬ 
sued after David in the wilderness 
of Maon. 

26 And Saul went on this side of 
the mountain, and David and his 
men on that side of the mountain ; 
and David made haato to get away 
for fear of Saul; for Saul and his 
men compassed David and his men 
round about to tako them. 

27 But there came a messenger unto 
Saul, Baying, Haste thee, and come; 
for the Philistines have invaded the 
land. 

28 Wherefore Saul rcturnod from 
pursuing after David, and went 
against the Philistines; therefore 
they called that place Scla-hara- 
mahlekolh. 

29 And David went up from Ibcnce, 
and dwoltin strong holds at En-gcdi. 

CI1APTKK XXIV. 

Divid tftartlh SauTa life—Saul takeih an 
oalh of David, and drparteth. 

ND it earne to pass, when Saul 
was returning from following 
the Philistines, that it was told him, 
saying, Behold, Dnvid is in the wil¬ 
derness of En-gcdi. 

1 Then Saul took three thousand 
chosen men out of all IsrAel, and 
went to seek David and his men 
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upon the rocks of the wild goats. 

3 And ho came to the sheepcotes 
hy the way, where was a cave; and 
Saul went in to cover his feet; and 
David and his men remained In the 
sides of the cave. 

4 And the men of David said unto 
him, Behold the day of whioh the 
Lord said unto thee, Behold, I will 
deliver thine enemy into thine hand, 
that thou mayest do to him as it shall 
seem good unto thee. Then David 
arose, and out off the skirt of Saul's 
robe privily. 

5 And it came to pass afterward, 
that David’B heart smote him, be¬ 
cause he had out off Saul's skirt. 

6 And he said unto his men, The 
Lord forhid that I should do this 
thing unto my master, the Lord’s 
anointed, to stretch forth mine hand 
against him, seeing he is the anoint¬ 
ed of the Lord. 

7 So Dnvid Btaycd his servants 
with these words, and suffered them 
not to rise against Saul. But Saul 
rose up out of his cave, and went on 
his way. 

8 Dnvid also arose afterward, and 
wont out of the cave, and cried after 
Saul, snying, My lord the king. 
And when Saul looked behind him, 
David stooped with his face to the 
earth, and bowed himself. 

9 And Dnvid said to Saul, Where¬ 
fore henrest thou men’s words, say¬ 
ing, Behold, David eccketh thy hurt? 

10 Behold, this day thine eyes have 
seen how that the Lord had delivered 
thee to day into mine hand in the 
cave; and some bade me kill thee; 
but mino eye spared thee; and I 
said, I will not pul forth mino hand 
against my lord ; for ho is the Lord’s 
anointed. 

11 Morcovor, ray fathor, see, yoa, 
see the skirt of thy robe in my band; 
for in (hat I out off tho skirt of thy 
robe, nud killed theo not, know thou 
mid sen that there is neither evil nor 
transgression in tnino hand, and 1 
hnvo not sinned against thee; yet 
thou huntest my soul to take it. 

12 Tho Lord judge botwcon me and 
thee, and tho Lord avenge mo of 
thee; but mine hand shall not he 
upon thee. 

12 As snith tho proverb of the an¬ 
cients, Wiokodnoss proacodeth from 
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the wioked; bat mine hand 6ball not 
be upon thee. 

14 After whom is the king of Israel 
oomo oat? after whom dost thoa par- 
sae ? after a dead dog, after a flea. 

15 The Lord therefore be judge, and 
judge between me and thee, and see, 
and plead my oaase, and deliver me 
ont of thine hand. 

10 And it came to pass, when David 
had made an end of speaking these 
words unto Saul, that Saul said, Is 
this thy voice, my son David? And 
Saul lifted up his voice, and wept. 

IT And he said to David, Thou art 
more righteous than I; for thou hast 
rewarded me good, whereas I have 
rewarded thee evil. 

13 And thou hast showed this day 
how that thou hast dealt well with 
me; forasmuch as when the Lord 
had delivered me into thy hand, 
thou killedst me not. 

19 For if a man find hie enemy, 
will he let him go well away ? where¬ 
fore the Lord reward thee good for 
that thou hast done unto me this 
day. 

20 And now, behold, I know well 
that thou shall surely be king, and 
that the kingdom of Israel shall be 
established in thine baud. 

21 Swear now therefore unto me 
by the Lord, that thou wilt not out 
off my seed after me, and that thou 
wilt not destroy my name out of my 
father’s house. 

22 And David sware unto Saul. 
And Saul went home; hut David and 
his men gat them up unto the hold. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Samuel dielh—David provoked by Nabal -— 

Nabal dielh—David lahdh Abigail and 

Ahirtnam, to be bis toives—Michal is given 

to Phalli. 

ND Samuel died; and all the Is¬ 
raelites were gathered together, 
and lamented him, and buried him 
in his house at Ramah. And David 
arose, and went down to the wilder¬ 
ness of Paran. 

2 And there was a man in Mnon, 
whoso possessions wore in Carmel; 
and the man was very great, and ho 
had threo thousand sheep, and a 
thousand gonts; and ho was shearing 
his sheep in Carmel. 

3 Now the name of the man was 
Nabal, and the name of hie wifo Abi¬ 


gail ; and she was a woman of good 
understanding, and of a beautiful 
countenance; but the mau was churl¬ 
ish aud evil in his doings; and he 
was of the house of Caleb. 

4 Aud David heard in the wilder¬ 
ness that Nabal did shear his sheep. 

6 And David sent out ten young 
men, and David said unto the young 
men, Get you up to Carmel, and go 
to Nabal, and greet him in my name; 

6 And thus shall ye say to him that 
liveth in prosperity, Peace be both to 
thee, and peace be to thine house, 
and peace be unto all that thou hast. 

7 And now I have heard that thou 
hast shearers; now thy shepherds 
which were with us, we hurt them 
not, neither was there aught missing 
unto them, all the while they were 
in Carmel. 

8 Ask thy young men, and they 
will show thee. Wherefore let the 
young men find favour in thine eyes; 
for we come in a good day; give, 
I pray thee, whatsoever oometh to 
thine hand unto thy servants, and to 
thy son David. 

9 And when David’s young men 
came, they spake to Nabal according 
to all those words in the name of 
David, and ceased. 

]0 And Nabal answered David’s 
servants, and said, Who is David? 
and who iB the son of Jesse? there 
he many servants now-a-days that 
hreak away every man from his 
master. 

11 Shall I then take my bread, and 
my water, and my flesh that I have 
killed for my shearers, and give it 
unto men, whom I know not whence 
they be ? 

12 So David’s young men turned 
their way, and went again, and came 
and told him all those sayings. 

13 And David said unto his men, 
Gird ye on every man his sword. 
And they girded on every man his 
sword ; and David also girded on his 
sword; and -there went up aftei Da¬ 
vid about four hundred men; and 
two hundred abode by the stuff. 

14 Put one of the young men told 
Abigail, Nabal’s wife, saying, Behold, 
David sent messengers out of the 
wilderness to salute our master; and 
he railed on them. 

16 But the men were very good 




CHAPTER XXV. 


auto as, and we wero not hart, nei¬ 
ther missed we any thing, as long as 
we were conversant with them, when 
we were in the fields. 

16 They were a wall onto as both 
by night and day, all the while we 
were with them keoping the sheep. 

17 Now therefore know and oon- 
■ider what thou wilt do; for evil is 
determined against our master, and 
against all his household; for he is 
■uoh a son of Belial, that a man oan- 
not speak to him. 

18 Then Abigail made haste, and 
took two hundred loaves, and two 
bottles of wine, and five sheep ready 
drossed, and fire measures of parched 
oorn, and a hundred olusters of raisins, 
and two hundred oakos of figs, and 
laid them on asses. 

10 And she said unto her servants, 
Go on before me; behold, I come 
after you. But she told not her hus¬ 
band Nabal. 

20 And it was so, as she rode on 
tho ass, that she came down by the 
oovert of the hill, and, hehold, David 
and his mon oamo down against her; 
and she met them. 

21 Now David had said, Surely in 
vain have 1 kept all that this fellow 
bath in the wilderness, so that no¬ 
thing was missed of all that per¬ 
tained unto him; and he hath re- 
quitod me evil for good. 

22 So and more also do God unto 
tho enomios of David, if I leave of 
all that pertain to him by tho morn¬ 
ing light any that pisseth against 
the wall. 

23 And whon Abigail saw David, 
sho hasted, and lighted off the ass, 
and full before David on her face, 
and bowed hersolf to the ground. 

21 And fell at his feet, and said. 
Upon me, my lord, upon me let this 
iniquity be; and let thine hand-maid, 
I pray thoo, Bpeak in thine audienco, 
and hoar the words of thino hand¬ 
maid. 

25 Lot not my lord, I pray thoe, 
regard this man of Bolial, even Na¬ 
bal ; for as his name is, so is he; 
Nabal is his name, and folly is with 
him ; but I thine hand maid saw not 
the young men of my lord, whom 
thou didst send. 

26 Now therefore, my lord, as tho 
Lord livoth, and as thy soul liveth, 
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seeing the Lord hath withholdeu 
thee from ooming to shed blood, and 
from avenging thyself with thine 
own hand, now let thine enemies, 
and they that seek evil to my lord, 
be as Nabal. 

27 And now this blessing whioh 
thine hand-maid hath brought unto 
my lord, let it evon be given unto the 
yonng men that follow my lord. 

28 I pray thee, forgive ihe trespass 
of thine hand-maid; for the Lord 
will oertainly make my lord a sure 
house; because my lord fighteth the 
battles of the Lord, and evil hath 
not been found in thee all thy days. 

29 Yet a man is risen to pursue 
thee, and to seek thy soul; but the 
soul of my lord shall be bound in the 
bundle of life with the Lord thy God; 
aud tho souls of thine enemies, them 
shall he sling out, as out of the mid¬ 
dle of a sling. 

30 And it shall come to pas9, when 
the Lord shall have done to my lord 
according to all the good that he 
hath spoken concerning thee, and 
shall have appointed thee ruler over 
Israel; 

31 That this shall be no grief unto 
theo, nor offence of heart unto my 
lord, either that thou hast shed blood 
causeless, or that my lord hath 
avenged himself; but whon the Lord 
shall have dealt well with my lord, 
then remember thino hand-maid. 

32 And David said to Abigail, 
Blessed bo the Lord God of Israel, 
which sent thee this day to meet me; 

33 And blessed be thy advice, and 
blessed be thou, which hast kept me 
this day from coming to shed blood, 
and from avenging myself with mine 
own hand. 

34 For in very deed, as the Loid 
God of Israel livoth, which hath kep t 
me back from hurting thee, except 
thou hadst hasted and come to meet 
me, surely there had not been left 
unto Nabal by tho morning light any 
that pisseth against tho wall. 

35 So David roceivod of her hand 
that which sho had brought him, and 
said unto her, Go up in peaco to thine 
house; sec, I have hoarkened to thy 
voico, and have accepted thy person. 

36 And Abigail came to Nabal; 
and, behold, he hold a foast in his 
house, like the feast of a king; and 
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Nabal's heart was merry within him, 
for he waB very drunken ; wherefore 
she told him nothing, lees or more, 
until the morning light. 

37 But it came to paBB in the morn¬ 
ing, when the wine was gone out of 
Nabal, and his wife had told him 
these things, that his heart died with¬ 
in him, and he became as a stone; 

38 And it came to pass about ten 
days after, that the Lord smote 
Nabal, that he died. 

39 And when David heard that 
Nabal was dead, he said, Blessed he 
the Lord, that hath pleaded the 
cause of my reproach from the hand 
of Nabal, and hath kept his servant 
from evil; for the Lord hath returned 
the wickedness of Nabal upon his 
own head. And David sent and com¬ 
muned with Abigail, to take her to 
him to wife. 

40 And when the servants of David 
were come to Abigail to Carmel, they 
spake unto her, saying, David sent us 
unto thee, to take thee to him to wife. 

41 And she arose, and howed her¬ 
self on her face to the earth, and 
said, Behold, let thine hand maid be 
a servant to wash the feet of the 
servants of my lord. 

42 And Abigail hasted, and arose, 
and rode upon an ass, with five dam¬ 
sels of hers that went after her; and 
Bhe went after the messengers of 
David, and became his wife. 

43 David also took Ahinoam of 
Jezrecl; and they were also both of 
them his wives. 

44 But Saul had given Michal his 
daughter, David’s wife, to Phalti, the 
son of Lai9h, which was of Gallim. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Saul eameth against David—David stayeih 
Abishai from killing Saul—David re • 
proveih Abner, and exhorttth Saul—Saul 
acknowledgeth his sin. 

ND the Ziphitcs came unto Saul 
to Gibean, saying, Doth not 
David hide himself in the hill of 
Hachilah, which is before Jeshimon? 

2 Then Saul arose, and went down 
to the wilderness of Ziph, having 
threo thousand chosen men of Israel 
with him, to seek David in the 
wilderness of Ziph. 

3 And Saul pitched in the hill of 
Daohilah, which i9 before JeBhJmon, 
by the way. But David abode in 


the wilderness, and ho saw that 6aul 
came after him into the wilderness. 

4 David therefore sent out spies, 
and understood that Saul was oome 
in very deed. 

5 And David arose, and came to the 
place where Saul had pitched; and 
David beheld the place where Saul 
lay, and Abner the son of Ner, the 
captain of his host; and 6aul lay in 
the trench, and the people pitched 
round about him. 

6 Then answered David and said to 
Ahimelech the Hittito, and to Abishai 
the son of Zeruiah, brother to Joab, 
saying, Who will go down with me to 
Saul to the camp ? And Abishai 
said, I will go down with thee. 

7 So David and Abishai came to 
the people by night; and, behold, 
Saul lay sleeping within the trench, 
and his spear stuck in the ground at 
hiB holster ; but Abner and the people 
lay round about him. 

8 Then said Abishai to David, God 
hath -delivered thine enemy into 
thine hand this day ; now therefore 
let me smite him, I pray thee, with 
the spear even to the earth at once, 
and I will not smite him tho second 
time. 

9 And David said to Abishai, 
Destroy him not; for who can stretch 
forth his hand against the Lord’s 
anointed, and be guiltless ? 

10 David said furthermore, As the 
Lord liveth, tho Lord shall smite 
him; or his day shall come to die; 
or he shall descend into battle, and 
perish. 

11 The Lord forbid that I should 
strotch forth mine band against the 
Lord's anointed; but, I pray thee, 
take thou now the spear that is at 
his bolster, and the cruse of water, 
and let us go. 

12 So David took the spear and the 
oruso of water from Saul’s bolster; 
and they gat them away, and no man 
saw it, nor knew it, neither awaked; 
for they were ail asleep ; because n 
deep sleep from the Lord was fallen 
upon them. 

13 Then David went over to the 
other side, and stood on the top of a 
hill afar off; a great spaoe being 
between them; 

11 And David cried to the people, 
and to Abner the son of Nor, saying, 
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Answeraat thou cot, Abner? Then 
Abner answerod and said. Who art 
thoQ that orioet to the king? 

15 And David said to Abner, Art 
not thou a valiant man ? and who is 
like to thee in iBraol ? wherefore then 
hast thou not kept thy lord the king? 
for there oame one of the people in to 
destroy the king thy lord. 

JO This thing is not good that thou 
beet done. As the Lord liveth, ye 
are worthy to die, because ye have 
not kept your master, the Lord’s 
anointed. And now see where the 
king’s Bpear is, and the cruse of 
water that was at hiB bolster. 

17 And Saul knew David’s voice, 
and said, Is this thy voice, my son 
David ? And David said, It is my 
voice, my lord, 0 king. 

18 And he said, Wherefore doth my 
lord thus pursue after his servant? 
for what have I done? or what evil 
is in mine hand ? 

i y Now therefore, I pray thee, lot 
my lord the king hear the words of 
his servant. If the Lord have stirred 
thee up against me, let him aooeptan 
offering ; but if they be tho children 
of men, cursed be they bofore the 
Lord; for they have driven me out 
this day from abiding in the in¬ 
heritance of the Lord, saying. Go, 
serve other gods. 

20 Now therefore, let not my blood 
full to the earth bofore tho face of 
Lho Lord ; for tho king of Israel is 
come out to seek a flea, as when ono 
doth hunt a partridge in the moun¬ 
tains. 

21 Then said Saul, I have sinnod; 
return, my son David; for I will no 
more do thoo harm, hocause my soul 
was precious in thine eyes this day; 
behold, I have played the fool, and 
bftvo errod exceedingly. 

22 And David answered and said, 
Behold tho king’s spoar! and let one 
of the young men come over and fetch 
it. 

23 Tho Lord rendor to every man 
his rightoouenosB and bis faithful¬ 
ness ; for tho Lord dclivored thee into 
my nand to-day, but I would not 
ntretoh forth mine hand against the 
Lord’s unuintod. 

2-i And, behold, as thy life was 
inuob sot by this day in mine eyes, 
•o let my life he much set by in the 
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eyes of the Lord, and lot him deliver 
me out of all tribulation. 

25 Then Saul said to David, Bless¬ 
ed be thou, my son David ; thou ahalt 
both do great things, and also shalt 
still prevail. So David went on his 
way, and Saul returned to his place, 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Saul seekelh no more for David—Davtd 
beggeth Ziklag of Achish—He nersuadeth 
Achish he fought against Judah. 

ND David said in his heart, I 
shall dow perish one day by 
tho hand of Saul; there is nothing 
better for me than that I should 
speedily escape into the land of the 
Philistines; and Saul shall despair 
of me, to seek me any more in any 
coast of Israel; so shall I escape out 
of his hand. 

2 And David arose, and he passed 
over with the six hundred men that 
were with him unto Achish, the son 
of Maoch, king of Gath. 

3 And David dwelt with Achish at 
Gath, he and his men, every man 
with his household, even David with 
his two wives, Ahinoam the Jczrcel- 
itess, and Abigail the Carmolitess, 
Nabal’s wife. 

4 And it was told Saul that David 
was fled to Gath ; and he sought no 
more Again for him. 

5 And David said unto Achish, If 
I havo now found graco in thine 
eyee, let them givo me a place in 
some town in the country, that I 
may dwell there; for why should 
thy servant dwell in the royal city 
with thee ? 

0 Then Achish gave him Ziklag 
that day ; wherefore Ziklag pertain- 
cth unto the kings of Judah unto 
this day. 

7 And the time that David dwolt in 
the country of the Philistines was a 
full year and four months. 

8 And David and his men went up 
and invaded the Gcshurites, and the 
Gozritos, and tho Amalckitcs; for 
those nations were of old tho inhabit¬ 
ants of tho land, as thou gocst to 
Shur, even unto the land of Egypt. 

9 And David smoto the land, and 
left neither man nor woman alive, 
and took away the sheep, and the 
oxen, and the asses, and tho camels, 
and tho apparel, and returned, and 
oame to Aohisb. 
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10 And Achlah said, Whither have 
ye made a road to-day ? And David 
said, Againat the south of Judah, and 
against the aouth of the Jerahmeel- 
ites, and againat the south of the 
Kenites. 

11 And David saved neither man 
nor woman alive to bring tidings to 
Oath, saying, Lest they should tell on 
us, saying, So did David, and so will 
be his manner all the while he 
dwelleth in the country of the Phi- 
listines. 

12 And Achish believed David, 
saying, He hath made his people Is¬ 
rael utterly to abhor him ; therefore 
ho shall be my servant for ever. 

CHAPTER XXVIIL 

Achish putteth confidence in David — Saul* 

having destroyed the. witches , teeketh to a 

witch—The witch bringdh the word of 

Sam uel—Sa id fainteth. 

ND it came to pass in those days, 
that the Philistines gathered 
their armies together for warfare, to 
fight with Israel. And Achish said 
unto David, Know thou assuredly, 
that thou shalt go out with me to 
battle, thou and thy men. 

2 And David said to Achish, Surely 
thou shalt know what thy servant 
can do. And Achish said to David, 
Therefore will I make thee keeper of 
mine head for ever. 

3 Now Samuel was dead, and all 
Israel had lamented him, aud buried 
him in Ramah, even in his own city. 
And Saul had put away those that 
had familiar spirits, and the wizards, 
out of the land. 

4 And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together, and came and 
pitched in Shunem; and Saul ga¬ 
thered all Israel together, and they 
pitched in Oil boa. 

5 And when Saul saw the host of 
the Philistines, he was afraid, and 
his heart greatly trembled. 

6 And when Saul inquired of the 
Lord, the Lord answered him not, 
neither by dreams, nor by Urim, nor 
by prophets. 

7 Then said Saul unto his servants. 
Seek me a woman that hath a fami¬ 
liar spirit, that I may go to her, and 
inquiro of her. And his servants 
said to him, Behold, thero is a woman 
that hath a familiar spirit at En-dor. 

8 And Saul disguised himself, and 


pat on other raiment, and he went, 
and two men with him, and they 
came to the woman by night; and 
he said, I pray thee, divine unto me 
by the familiar spirit, and bring me 
him up, whom I shall name unto 
thee. 

9 And the woman said unto him, 
Behold, thou knowest what Saul hath 
done, how he hath cut off those that 
have familiar spirits, and the wizards, 
out of the lana; wherefore then lay- 
est thou a snare for my life, to oauBe 
me to die ? also, who hath not a 
familiar spirit ? 

10 And Saul aware to her by the 
Lord, saying, As tho Lord liveth, 
thero shall no punishment happen to 
thee for this thing. 

11 Then said the woman, The word 
of whom shall I bring up unto thee? 
And he said, Bring me np the word 
of Samuel. 

12 And when the woman saw the 
words of Samuel, she cried with a 
loud voice; and the woman spake to 
Saul, saying, Why hast thou deceived 
me? for thou art Saul. 

13 And tho king said unto her, Be 
not afraid; for what sawest thoa? 
And the woman said unto Saul, I saw 
the words of Samuel ascending out 
of the earth. And she said, I saw 
Samuel also. 

14 And he said unto her, What form 
is he of? And she said, I saw an old 
man coming up, covered with a 
mantle. And Saul perceived that it 
was Samuel, and he stooped, bis 
face to the ground, and bowed him- 
Belf. 

15 And these are the words of 
Samuel unto Saul, Why hast thou 
disquieted me, to bring me up ? And 
Saul answered, I am sore distressed; 
for the Philistines make war against 
me, aod God is departed from me, 
and answereth me no more, neither 
by prophets, nor by dreams; there¬ 
fore I have called thee, that thou 
mayest make known unto me what I 
shall do. 

16 Then said Samuel, Wherefore 
thon dost thou ask of me, seeing the 
Lord is departed from thee, and ia 
become thine enemy? 

17 And tho Lord hath dono to him, 
ns he spake by me; for the Lord hath 
reut the kingdom out of thino hand, 
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»nd given it to thy neighbour, oven 
to David ; 

18 Because thon obey eclat not tho 
voico of the Lord, nor excoutedst hia 
fierce wrath upon Arnalek, therefore 
hath the Lora done this thing unto 
thee this day. 

19 Moreover tho Lord will also do- 
liver Israel with thee into tho hand 
of tho Philistines; and to-morrow 
■halt thon and thy eons be with me; 
the Lord also shall deliver the host of 
Israel into the hAnd of the Philis¬ 
tines. 

20 Thon 6anl fell straightway all 
along on the earth, and was sore 
Afraid, because of the words of Snm- 
uol ; and there was no strength in 
him ; for he had eaten no bread all 
the day, nor all the night. 

21 And the woman came unto Saul, 
and saw that he was sore troubled, 
and said unto him, Behold, thine 
hand-maid hath obeyed thy voice, and 
I have put my life in my hand, and 
have hearkened unto thy words which 
thou spakest unto mo. 

22 Now therefore, I pray thee, 
hearken thou also unto the voice of 
thino hand-maid, and let me set a 
morsel of bread before thee; and 
eat, that thou mayest havo strength, 
when thou gocst on thy way. 

23 But ho refused, and Baid, I will 
not oat But his servants, together 
wilh the woman, oompcllcd him; and 
he hearkened unto tneir voice. Bo 
lie rose from tho earth, and sat upon 
tho bed. 

24 And the women had a fat calf 
in the house; and Bhe hasted, and 
kilted it, and took flour,and kneaded 
it, and did bake unlcavenod bread 
thereof; 

25 And she brought it before Saul, 
and before hiB servants; And they did 
eat. Then they tobo up, and wont 
may that night. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

A chith disminseth David with commenda¬ 
tion* nf hi* fidelity. 

OW tho Philistines gathered fco- 
gelhcrall their armies to Aphek; 
and the Israelites pitched by a foun¬ 
tain which is in Jezrccl. 

2 And the lords of tho Philistines 
passed on by hundrods, and by thou¬ 
sands ; hut David and his men passed 
on in the rearward with Aohish. I 


3 Then said tho princes of the Phi¬ 
listines, What do tnese Hebrews here? 
And Aahish said unto the princes of 
the Philistines, Is not this David, the 
servant of Saul the king of Israel, 
whioh hath been with mo those days, 
or these yearB, and I have found no 
fault in him sinoe he fell unto me 
unto this day ? 

4 And the princes of the Philistines 
were wroth with him; and the princes 
of the Philistines said unto him, 
Make thi9 fellow return, that he may 
go again to his place whioh thon hast 
appointed him ; and let him not go 
down with us to battle, lest in the 
hattle he be an adversary to us: for 
wherewith should ho reconcile him¬ 
self unto his master? should it not be 
with tho heads of these men? 

6 Is not this David, of whom they 
saug one to another in dances, say¬ 
ing, Saul slew his thousands, and 

I David his ten thousands? 

0 Then Achish called David, and 
said unto him, Surely, as the Lord 
liveth, thou hast been upright, and 
thy going out and thy coming in with 
mo in the host is good in my sight; 
for I ha ve not found evil in thee Binoe 
the day of thy coming unto me unto 
this day; nevertheless tho lords favour 
thee not. 

7 Wherefore now return, and go in 
peace, that thou displease not the 
lords of the Philistines. 

8 And David said unto Aohish, 
But what have I done? and what 
hast thou found in thy servant so 
long as I have been with thee unto 
this day, that I may not go fight 
against tho enemies of my lord the 
king? 

9 And Achish answered and said 
to David, I know that thou art good 
in my sight, as an angel of God; 
notwithstanding, tho princes of the 
Philistines havo said, He Bhall not 
go up with us to the battle. 

10 Wherefore now rise up early in 
tho morning with thy master's ser¬ 
vants that are come wilh thee; and 
as soon as ye be up early in the morn¬ 
ing, and have light, depart. 

11 So David and his men rose np 
early to depart in tho morning, to re¬ 
turn into the land of the Philistines. 
And the Philistines went np to 

I Jecreel. 
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CUAPTEE XXX. 

The AmaleJntet nod Ziklag—David pur- 
tudJi them ana rearoereth the spoil — 
David's lav to divide the spoiL 

ND it o&me to pass, when David 
and his men were come to Zik¬ 
lag on tho third day, that the Ama- 
lekitea had invaded the south, and 
Ziklag, and smitten Ziklag, and 
burned it with fire ; 

2 And hod taken the women cap¬ 
tives, that were therein; they slew 
not any, either great or small, but 
oarried them away, and went on their 
way. 

3 So David and hie men camo to 
the city, and, behold, it was burned 
with fire; and their wives, and their 
sons, and their daughtere, were taken 
captives. 

4 Then David and the people that 
wore with him lifted up their voice 
and wept, until they had no more 
power to weep. 

5 And David’s two wives were 
taken oaptives, Ahinoam the Jcz- 
reelitess, and Abigail the wife of 
Nabal the Carmelite. 

6 And David was greatly distressed; 
for the people spake of stoning him, 
because the soul of all the people 
was grieved, every man for his sons 
and for his daughters; but David 
encouraged himself in the Lord his 
dod. 

7 And David said to Abiathar the 
riest, Ahimelech’s son, I pray thcc, 
ring me hither tho ephod. And 

Abiathar brought thither the ephod 
to David. 

8 And David inquired at the Lord, 
saying, Shall I pursue after this troop ? 
shall I overtake them? And he an¬ 
swered him, Pursue; for thou shalt 
surely overtako them, and without 
fail recover all. 

0 So David went, he and the six 
hundred men that were with him, 
and came to the brook Resor, where 
those that were left behind stayed. 

10 But David pursued, he and four 
hundred men ; for two hundred Abode 
behind, which were so faint that they 
could not go over the brook Besor. 

11 And they found an Egyptian in 
the field, And brought him to David, 
and gave him bread, and he did eat; 
and they made him drink water; 

12 And they gave him a pieoe of a 


cake of figs, and two clusters of 
raisins; and when he had eaten, his 
spirit came again to him; for he had 
oaten no bread, nor drunk any water, 
threo days and three nights. 

13 And David said unto him, To 
whom belongest thou ? and whenoe 
art thou ? And he said, I am a 
young man of Egypt, servant to an 
Ainalckite; and my master left me, 
beoause threo days agone I fell siok. 

14 We made an invasion upon the 
south of the Cherethites, and upon 
the coast which bclongeth to Juaah, 
and upon the south of Caleb; and 
we burned Ziklag with fire. 

15 And David said to him, CanBt 
thou bring me down lo this company? 
And he said, Swear unto me by God, 
that thou wilt neither kill me, nor 
deliver me into the handB of my 
master, and I will bring thee down 
to this company. 

16 And when ho had brought him 
down, behold, they were spread abroad 
upon all the earth, eating and drink¬ 
ing, and dancing, because of all the 
great spoil that they had taken out 
of the land of the Philistines, and 
out of the land of Judah. 

17 And David smote them from the 
twilight even unto the evening of the 
next day ; and there escaped not a 
man of them, save four hundred 
young men, which rode upon camels, 
and Qcd. 

18 And David recovered all that 
the Amalekites had carried away; 
and David rescued his two wives. 

19 And there was nothing lacking 
to them, neither email nor great, 
neither sons nor daughters, neither 
spoil, nor anything that they had 
taken to them; David recovered all. 

20 And David took nil tho flock9 
and the herds, which they drave be¬ 
fore those other cattle, and said, This 
is David’s spoil. 

21 And David camo to tho two 
hundred men, which wero so faint 
that they could not follow David, 
whom they had made also to abide 
at the brook Besor ; and they went 
forth to meet David, and to meet the 
people that were with him ; and when 
David came near to the people, he 
saluted them. 

22 Then answered all the wicked 
men. and niton of Belial, of those

that went with David, and said, Be¬ 
cause they went not with us, we will 
not give them aught of the spoil that 
we have recovered, save to every man 
hla wife and his children, that they 
may lead them away, and depart. 

23 Then said David, Ye snail not 
do so, my brethren, with that which 
the Lord hath given us, who hath 
preserved us, and delivered the oom- 

any that came against us into our 

and. 

24 For who will hearkon unto you 
in this matter? but as his part is 
that goeth down to the battle, so 
shall his part be that tarrieth hy 
the stuiT; they shall part alike. 

25 And it was bo from that day 
forward, that he made it a statute 
and an ordinance for Israel unto this 
day. 

20 And when David came to Zik- 
lag, he sent of tho spoil unto the 
elders of Judah, even to his friends, 
saying, Dehold a present for you of 
(he spoil of the enemies of the Lord; 

27 To them which were in Dcth-el, 
and to thorn whioh were in south 
Kamoth, and to them whioh were in 
Jattir, 

28 And to them which wore in 
Arocr, and to them whioh were in 
Biphmoth, and to them whioh were 
in Eshtomoo, 

29 And to them whioh were in 

Ruchal, and to thorn whioh wore in 
the oitios of the Jorahmoelites, and 
to them whioh were in the cities of 
tho Kcnitos, 

30 And to tbom whioh wore in 

Hnrmah, and to thorn whioh wore 
in Chor-Ashan, and to them which 
wero in Alliach, 

31 And to them which were in 

Ilebron, and to all the places whore 

David himself and his men were 
wont to haunt. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

Saul ami his armour-bearer kill themselues — 
Wie. Philistine* f mis sets the forsaken towns 
of the Israelites—They triumph — They (if 
jubesh-ffilead, rtcoi'ering the bodies oy 
utghf, fmm them ai Jabesh, and mourn¬ 
fully bury their bone.s. 

0W thol’hilistinosfoughtagainst 
Israel; and the men of Israel 


fled from before tho Philistines, and 
fell down slain in mount Gilboa. 

2 And tho Philistines followed hard 
upon Snul and upon bis sons; and 
tho Philistines slew Jonathan, and 
Abinadab, and Mclchi-shua, Saul's 
sons. 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the arohers hit him; and 
ho was soro wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul unto his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust 
me through therewith; loBt these 
unoircumcised come and thrust me 
through, and abuse me. But hie 
armour-bearer would not; for he was 
sore afraid. Therefore Saul took a 
sword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when his armour-bearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
upon his sword, and died with him. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, 
and his armour-bearer, and all his 
men, that same day together. 

7 And when the men of Israel that 
were on tho other side of the valley, 
and they that were on the other side 
Jordan, saw that the men of Israel 
flod, and that Saul and his sons were 
doad, they forsook the cities, and 
fled ; and the Philistines came and 
dwelt in them. 

B And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, when the Philistines came to 
strip the slain, that they found Saul 
and his three sons fallen in mount 
Gilboa. 

9 And they cut off his head, and 
stripped off his armour, and sent 
into the land of tho Philistines round 
about, to puhlish it in tho house of 
their idols, and among tho people. 

10 And they pul his armour in the 
house of Ashtaroth: and they fasten¬ 
ed his body to the wall of Beth-shan. 

11 And when the inhabitants of 
Jnbcsh-gilcad heard of that which 
the Philistines hAd done to Saul, 

12 All (he valiant men arose, and 
went all night, and took the body of 
Saul and the bodies of his sons from 
tho wall of Belh-shnn, and oame to 
Jabesh, and burnt them there. 

13 And they took their bones, and 
buried them undor a tree at Jabosh, 
and fasted seven days. 
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CHAPTER I. 

The Amalekite—David lamenteth Saul and 
Jonathan. 

N OW it came to pass after the 
death of Saul, when David was 
returned from the slaughter of the 
Amalekites, and David had ahode 
two days in Ziklag ; 

2 It came even to pass on the third 
day, that, hehold, a man came out of 
the camp from Saul with hie clothes 
rent, and earth upon hie head; and 
eo it was, when no came to David, 
that he fell to the earth, and did 
oheisance. 

3 And David said unto him. From 
whence comest thou? And he said 
unto him, Out of the camp of Israel 
am I escapod. 

4 And David said unto him. How 
went tho matter? I pray thee, tell 
me. And be answered, That the 
people are fled from the battle, and 
many of the people also are fallen 
and dead; and Saul and Jonathan 
bis son are dead also. 

5 And David said unto tho young 
man that told him, Dow knowest 
thou that Saul and Jonathan his son 
be dead ? 

6 And the young man that told 
him said, As I happened by chance 
npon mount Gilhoa, behold, Saul 
leaned upon his spear; and, lo, tho 
ohariots and horsemen followed hard 
after him. 

7 And when he looked behind him, 
he saw mo, and called unto me. And 
I answered, Here am I. 

8 And he said unto me, Who art 
thou? And I answered him, I am 
an Amalekite. 

9 lie said unto me again, Stand, I 
pray thee, upon me, and slay mo: 
for anguish is come upon me, because 
my life is yet whole in me. 

10 So I stood upon him, and slew 
him, because I was sure that he 
oould not live after that ho was 
fallen; and I took the crown thAt 
was upon his head, and the bracelet 
that was on his arm, and have 
brought them hither unto my lord. 

11 Then David took bold on his 
olothes, and rent them ; and likewise 
all the men that were with him; 
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12 And thoy mourned, and wept, 
and fasted until even, for Saul, and 
for Jonathan bis son, and for the 
people of the Lord, and for the house 
of Israel; hccause they were fallen 
hy the sword. 

13 And David said unto the yoong 
man that told him, Whence art thoul 
And he answered, I am the son of a 
stranger, an Amalekite. 

14 And David said unto him, Qow 
wast thou not afraid to stretch forth 
thine hand to destroy the Lord's 
anointed ? 

15 And David called one of the 
young mco, and said, Go near, and 
fall upon him. And he smote him 
that he died. 

16 And David said unto him, Thy 
hlood be upon thy head; for thy 
mouth hath testified against thee, 
saying, I have slain the Lord’s 
anointed. 

17 And David lamented with this 
lamentation over Saul and over Jona¬ 
than his son ; 

18 (Also he bade them teach the 
children of Judah the use of the 
bow; behold, it is written in the 
book of Jasher;) 

19 The beauty of Israel is slain 
upon thy high places ; how are the 
mighty fallen ! 

20 Tell it not in Gath, publish it 
not in the streets of Askelon ; lest tbo 
daughters of tho Philistines rejoice, 
lest the daughters of the nnoiroum- 
cised triumph. 

21 Yc mountains of Gilboa, let there 
bo no dew, neither let there be rain, 
upon you, nor fields of offerings; for 
there the shield of the mighty is 
vilely cast away, the shield of Saul, 
as though he had not been anointed 
with oil. 

22 From the blood of the slain, 
from tho fat of the mighty, the how 
of Jonathan turned not back, and the 
sword of Saul returned not empty. 

23 Saul nnd Jonathan wore lovely 
and pleasant in their lives, and in 
their death they were not divided; 
they were swifter than eagles, they 
wore stronger than lions. 

24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep over 
Saul, who olothed you in scarlet, with 
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other dolights; who put on ornaments 
of gold upon your apparel. 

26 llow are the mighty fallen in the 
midst of the battle I 0 Jonathan, 
thou wast slain in thine high placeB. 

26 I am distressed for thee, my 
brother Jonathan; Tory pleasant hast 
thou been unto me; thy love to me 
van wonderful, passing the love of 
women. 

27 How are tho mighty fallen, and 
the weapons of war perished ! 

CHAPTER II. 

David made king of Judah — Ith-boiheth 
made king of Israel—Asahel is slain. 
ND it came to pass after this, 
that David inquired of the 
Lord, saying, Sbal! I go up into any 
of the cities of Judah? And the 
Lord said unto him, Go up. And 
David said, Wbither shall I go up ? 
And he said, Unto Hebron. 

2 So David went np thither, and 
hi* two wives also, Ahinoam the 
Jczreelitcss, and Abigail Nabal'a wife 
the Carmelite. 

3 And his men that were with him 
did David bring up, every man with 
his household; and they dwelt in the 
oities of Hebron. 

4 And tho men of Judah oame, And 
there thoy anointed David king over 
tbe house of Judnh. And they told 
David, saying, That the men of 
Jahesh-gilend were they that buried 
Saul. 

5 And David sent messengers unto 
the men of Jabesh-gilead, and said 
unto them, Blessed be ye of the Lord, 
that ye bavo showed this kindness 
unto your lord, even unto Soul, and 
have buried him. 

6 And now the Lord show kindness 
and truth unto you; and I also will 
roquite you this kindness, because ye 
have done this thing. 

7 Therefore now lot your hand9 be 
strengthened, and be ye valiant; for 
your master Saul is dead, and also 
the house of Judah have anointed 
me king over them. 

8 But Abner the son of Ner, cap¬ 
tain of Saul's host, took Ish-boshoth 
the son of Saul, and brought him 
over to Mahnnniin ; 

9 And made him king over Gilead, 
and ovor the Ashurites, and over 
Jozreet, and ovor Ephraim, and over 
Benjamin, and ovor all Israel. 
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10 Ish-bosheth Saul’s son was forty 
years old when he began to reign over 
Israel, and reigned two years. Bat 
the house of Judah followed David. 

11 And the time that David was 
king in Hebron over the house of 
Judah was seven years and Biz 
months. 

12 And Abner the son of Ner, and 
the servants of Ish-bosheth the son 
of Saul, went out from Mahanaim to 
Gibeon. 

13 And Joab the son of Zcruiah, and 
the servants of David, went out, and 
met together by the pool of Gibeon; 
and they sat down, the one on the 
one side of the pool, and the other on 
the other side of the pool. 

14 And Abner said to Joab, Let 
tbe young men now arise, and play 
before us. And Joab said, Let Inem 
arise. 

16 Then there arose and went over 
by number twelve of Benjamin, whioh 
ertained to leh-bosheth the son of 
aul, and twelve of the servants of 
David. 

16 And they caught every one his 
fellow by the head, and thrust his 
Bword in his fellow’s side; so they 
fell down together; wherefore that 
place was called Helkalh-hazzurim, 
which is in Gibeon. 

17 And there was a very sore bftttle 
that day; and Abner was beaten, 
and the men of Israel, before the ser¬ 
vants of David. 

18 And there were throe sons of 
Zeruiah there, Joab, and Abishai, 
and Asabcl; and Asahel was as light 
of foot as a wild roc. 

19 And Asahel pursuod after Abner; 
and in going he turned not to the 
right band nor to the left from follow¬ 
ing Abner. 

20 Then Abner looked behind him, 
and said, Art thou Asahel ? And he 
answered, I am. 

21 And Abner said to him, Turn 
thee aside to thy right hand or to 
thy left, and lay thee bold on one of 
the young men, and take thee his 
armour. But Asabcl would not turn 
aside from following of him. 

22 And Abner said again to Asahel, 
Turn thee RBido from following me; 
wherefore should I smite theo to the 
ground? how then Bhould I hold up 
my faoe to Joab thy brother? 
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23 Howbeit be refused to turn aside; 
wherefore Abner with the hinder end 
of the spear smote him under the 
fifth rih, that the spear oame oat be¬ 
hind him ; and he fell down there, and 
died in tho flame place; and it came 
to pass, that aa many as came to the 
plaoe where Asahel fell down and 
died stood still. 

24 Joab also and Abishai pursued 
after Abner; and the sun went down 
when they were come to the hill of 
Ammah, that lieth before Giah by the 
way of the wilderness of Gibeon. 

25 And the children of Benjamin 
gathered themselves together after 
Abner, and beoame one troop, and 
stood on the top of a hill. 

20 Then Abner called to Joab, and 
said, Shall the sword devour for 
ever? knowest thou not that it will 
he a bitterness in the latter end ? how 
long shall it be then, ere thou bid the 

eople return from following their 

rethren ? 

27 And Joab said, As God liveth, 
unless thou hadst spoken, surely then 
in tho morning the people had gone up 
every one from following his brother. 

28 So Joab blew a trumpet, and all 
the people stood still, and pursued 
after Israel no more, neither fought 
they any moro. 

29 And Abner and his men walked 
all that night through the plain, and 
passed over Jordan, and went through 
all Bitbron, and they came to Maha- 
naim. 

30 And Joab returned from follow¬ 
ing Abner; and when he had gathered 
all the people together, there lacked 
of David’s servants nineteen mon and 
Asahel. 

31 But the servants of David had 
smitten of Benjamin, and of Abner’s 
men, so that threo hundred and three¬ 
score men died. 

32 And they took up Asahel, and 
buried him iD tho sepulchre of his 
father, which was in Beth-Iehem. 
And Joab and his men went all 
night, and they came to Hebron at 
break of day. 

CHAPTER III. 

David waxeth stronger—Aimer revoltrih to 
Davitl—Joab killeth A birr—David cuti- 
eth Joab, and maumeth far Aimer. 

OW there was long war between 
the house of Sanl and the house 


of David; but David waxod stronger 
and stronger, and the house of Saul 
waxed weaker and weaker. 

2 And unto David were sons born 
in Hebron; and his firBt-hom wu 
Amnon, of Ahinoam the Jezreelitess; 

3 And hiB second, Chile&b, of Abi* 
gail the wife of Nabal tho Carmelite; 
and the third, Absalom the son of 
Maacah the daughter of Taimai king 
of Geshur; 

4 And the fourth, Adonijah the sod 
of Haggith; and the fifth, Shepha- 
tiah the son of Abital; 

5 And the sixth, Ithream, by Eg- 
lah David’B wife. These were born 
to David in Hebron. 

0 And it oame to pass, while there 
was war hetween the house of Saul 
and the house of David, that Abner 
made himself strong for the house 
of Saul. 

7 And Saul had a concubine, whose 
name was Rizpah, the daaghter of 
Aiah; and Isb-bosheth said to Abner, 
Wherefore hast thon gone in unto my 
father's concubine ? 

8 Then was Abner very wroth for 
the words of Ish-bosheth, and said. 
Am [ a dog’s head, which against 
Judah do show kindness this day 
unto the house of Saul thy father, to 
his brethren, and to his friends, and 
have not delivered thee into the hand 
of David, that thou chargest me to 
day with a fault concerning this wo¬ 
man ? 

9 So do God to Abner, and more 
also, except, as the Lord hath sworn 
to David, even so I do to him ; 

10 To translate the kingdom from 
the house of Saul, ami to set up the 
throne of David over Israel and over 
Judah, from Dan even to Beer-shcba. 

11 And he could not answer Abner 
a word again, because ho feared hitn. 

12 And Abner sent messengers to 
David on his behalf, saying. Whose 
is the land? saying also, Make thy 
league with me, and, behold, my 
hand shall be with thee, to bring 
about all Isrnel onto thee. 

13 And he said. Well ; I will make 
a league with thee: but one thing I 
require of thee, that is, Thou shall 
not see my face, except thou first 
bring Michat Saul's daughter, when 
thou oomest to see my lace. 

14 And David sent messengers to 
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ish-boshetb Saul's son, saying, De¬ 
liver me my wife Miohal, whiob I 
to me for a hundred fore- 
the Philistines. 

16 And Isb-boBhoth sent, and took 
her from her husband, even from 
Phaltiel the son of Laish. 

16 And her hasband went with her 
along weeping behind her to Bahu- 
rim. Then said Abner nnto him, Go, 
return. And he retnrned. 

17 And Abner had oommnnloation 
with Lhe elders of Israel, saying, Te 
■ought for David in times past to be 
king over yon; 

16 Now then do it; for the Lord 
hath spoken of David, saying, By 
the hand of my servant David I will 
save my people Israel out of the 
hand of the Philistines, and oat of 
the hand of all their enemies. 

10 And Abner also spake in the 
ears of Benjamin; and Abner went 
also to speak in the ears of David in 
liebron all that seemed good to Is¬ 
rael, and that seemed good to the 
whole house of Benjamin. 

20 So Abner oame to David to 
Hebron, and twenty men with him. 
And David made Abner and his mon 
that were with him a feast. 

21 And Abner said unto David, I 
will arise and go, and will gather all 
Israel unto my lord the king, that 
they may mako a league with thee, 
and (bat thou mnyest reign over all 
that thine heart desireth. And Da¬ 
vid sent Abner away; and he went 
in peaoe. 

22 And, behold, the servants of Da¬ 
vid and Joab caine from pursuing a 
troop, and brought in a great spoil 
with them; but Abner was not with 
David in Ilehron ; for he had sent 
him away, And he was gone in 
peace. 

23 When Jonb and all the host tbnt 
was with him were come, they told 
Joab, saying, Abner the son of Ncr 
same to tho king, and ho hath sent 
bim away, and ho is gone in peace. 

24 Then Joab oamo to the king, and 
said, What hast thou done? behold, 
Abnor came unto thoo; wh) r is it tbnt 
thou hast sent him away, ami he is 
quite gone ? 

26 Thou knowest Abner tho son of 
Ner, that ho came to deceive thee, 
and to know thy going oat and thy 


espoused 
skins of 


coming in, and to know all that thou 
doest. 

20 And when Joab was come oat 
from David, he sent messengers after 
Abner, which brought him again from 
the well of Si rah ; but David knew it 
not. 

27 And when Abnor was returned 
to Qebrou, Joab took bim aside in 
the gate to speak with him quietly, 
and smote him there under the fifth 
rib, that he died, for the blood of 
Asahel his hrother. 

28 And afterward when David heard 
it, he said, I and my kingdom are 
guiltless before the Lord for evor 
from the blood of Abner the son of 
Ner; 

20 Let it rest on the head of Joab, 
and on all hi9 father's house; and let 
there not fail from the house of Joab 
one that hath an issue, or that is a 
leper, or that leanetb on a staff, or 
that falleth on the Bword, or that 
lackcth broad. 

30 So Joab and Abishai his brother 
slew Abner, because he had slain 
their brothor Asahel at Gibeou in the 
battle. 

31 And David said to Joab, and to 
all the people that wore with him, 
Rend your clotheB, and gird you with 
sackcloth, and mourn before Abner. 
And king David himself followed the 
bier. 

32 And they buried Abner iu He¬ 
bron ; And the king lifted np his 
voice, and wept at the grave of Ab¬ 
ner ; and all the people wept. 

33 And the king lauientea over Ab¬ 
ner, and said, Died Abner as a fool 
dioth? 

34 Thy hands were not bound, nor 
thy feet pul into fetters; as a man 
falleth before wicked men, so fellest 
thou. And all the people wept again 
over him. 

36 And whon all the people came 
to oauso David to cnl meat while it 
was yet day, David sware, saying, 
So do God to me, nnd more also, if I 
taste bread, or aught else, till the sun 
be down. 

36 And all tho people took notice of 
it, and it pleased them ; as whatsoever 
the king did nlon>cd all the poop Jo. 

37 For all the people and all Israel 
understood that day that it was not of 
the king to slay Abner the son of Ner 
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36 And the king eaid unto hiB ser¬ 
vants, Know yo not that there is a 
rinoe and a great man fallen this 
ay in Israel ? 

89 And I am thin day weak, though 
anointed king; and these men the 
sons of Zeruiah bo too hard for me; 
the Lord shall reward the doer of 
evil aooording to his wickedness. 

CHAPTER TV. 

The Israelites slay Ish-bosheth. 

ND when Saul's son heard that 
Abner was dead in Hebron, his 
hands were feeble, and all the Israel¬ 
ites were troubled. 

2 And Saul's son had two men that 
were captains of bands; the name of 
the one was Baanah, and tbo name 
of the other Reohab, the sons of Rim- 
mon a Beerothite, of the children of 
Benjamin; (for Beerotk also was 
reokoned to Benjamin; 

3 And the Beerothites fled to Qit- 
taim, and were Bojourners there nntil 
this day.) 

4 And Jonathan, Saul's son, had a 
son that was lame of his feet. He 
was five years old when the tidings 
came of Saul and Jonathan ont of 
Jezreel, and his nurse took him up, 
and fled, and it came to pass, as she 
made haste to flee, that ho fell, and 
became lamo. And his name was 
Mephibosbeth. 

5 And tho sons of Rimmon the 
Beerothite, Rcchab and Baanah, 
went, and oame about tho heat of 
the dav to the house of Ish-bo9heth, 
who lay on a bed at noon. 

6 And they came thither into the 
midst of tho house, as though they 
would havo fetched wheat; and they 
smote him under the fifth rib; and 
Rechab and Baanah his brother es¬ 
caped. 

7 For when thoy came into the 
louse, he lay ou his bod in his bed¬ 
chamber, and they smote him, and 
slew him, and beheaded him, and 
.ook his head, and gat them away 
through the plain all night. 

8 And they brought the head of 
’sh-bosheth unto David to llobron, 
and said to the king, Behold tho 
jead of Ish-bosbeth tho son of Saul 
'.bine enemy, which sought thy life ; 
and tho Lord hath avenged my lord 
Jte king this day of Saul, and of his 
w>ed. 


9 And David answered Rechab and 
Baanah his brother, the sons of 
Rimmon the Beerothite, and said 
onto them. As the Lord liveth, who 
hath redeemed my soul out of all 
adversity, 

10 When one told mo, saying, Be¬ 
hold, Saul is dead, thinking to have 
broiight good tidings, I took hold of 
him, and slew him in Ziklag, who 
thought that I would have given him 
a reward for his tidings ; 

11 How much more, when wicked 
men have slain a righteous perBou iu 
his own house npon his bed 7 shall 
I not therefore now require his blood 
of your hand, and take you away 
from the earth ? 

12 And David commanded his 
yonng men, and they slew them, 
and cut off their hands and their 
feet, and hanged them up over the 

ool in Hebron. But they took the 
ead of Ish-boshcth, and bnried it 
in the sepulchre of Abner in Hebron. 

CHAPTER V. 

Zravid anointed king of Israel—DarvTi age 
—Be takeih Zion—David smiteth the Phi¬ 
listines. 

HEN came all the tribes of Is¬ 
rael to David unto Hebron, and 
spake, saying, Behold, we are tby 
bone and thy flesh. 

2 Also in time past, when Saul was 
king over us, thou wast he that Icd- 
dest out and broughlcst in Israel; 
and the Lord said to thee, Thou 
shalt feed my people Israel, and 
thou shalt be a captain over Israel. 

3 So all the elders of Israel camo 
to the king to Ilebron; and king 
David mado a league with them in 
Hebron before tho Lord : and they 
anointed David king over Israel. 

4 David was thirty years old when 
ho began to reign, and he reigned 
forty years. 

5 In Hebron he reigned over Ju¬ 
dah seven years and six months; 
and in Jerusalem bo reigned thirty 
and throe years ovor all Israel aud 
Judah. 

0 And the king and bis men went 
to Jerusalem unto the Jebusites, the 
inhabitants of tho land : which spake 
unto David, saving, Except thou take 
away tho blind and the lame, thou 
shalt not oomo in hither; thinking, 
David cannot come in hither. 
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T Nevertheless, David took the 
strong hold of Zion; the same is 
the oity of David. 

8 And David said on that day, 
Whosoever getteth up to the gutter, 
and smiteth the Jebusitee, and the 
lame and the blind, that are hated of 
David’s soul, he shall be ohief and 
oajttain. Wherefore they said, The 
blind and the lame shall not oome 
Into the house. 

0 69 David dwelt in the fort, and 
oalled it the oity of David. And 
David built round about from Millo 
and inward. 

10 And David went on, and grew 
great, and the Lord God of hosts 
was with him. 

11 And Hiram king of Tyro sent 
messengers to David, and oedar-treos, 
and oarpentors, and masons; and 
they built David a house. 

12 And David perceived that the 
Lord had established him king over 
Israel, and tbat ho had exalted his 
kingdom for his pcoplo Israel’s sake. 

13 And David took him moro oon- 
eubinee and wives out of Jerusalem, 
after he was come from Hebron ; and 
there were yet sons and daughters 
born to David. 

14 And these bo the names of those 
that were born unto him in Jerusa¬ 
lem; Shammuah, and Shobab, and 
Nathan, and Solomon^ 

15 Ibbar also, ana Elishua, and 
Nepbeg, and Japhia, 

10 And Elishama, and Eliada, and 
Elipbalot. 

17 But when the Philistines hoard 
that they had anointed David king 
over Israel, all the Philistines oaine 
up to seek David; and David heard 
of it, and went down to the hold. 

13 The Philistines also oatno and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Rpphaim. 

19 And David inquired of the 
Lord, saying, Shall I go up to the 
Philistines? wilt thou deliver them 
into mino hand ? And the Lord said 
unto David, Go up; for I will doubt- 
loss deliver the Philistines into tbine 
hand. 

20 And David came to Baal-pe- 
razim, and David emote them thore, 
and said. The Lord hath broken 
forth upon mine onemies before me, 
as the oroaoh of waters. Therefore 
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he oalled the name of that place 
Boal-perazim. 

21 And there they left their images, 
and David and hie men burned them, 

22 And the Philistines came up yet 
again, and spread themselves in the 
valley of Rcphaim. 

23 And when David inquired of 
the Lord, he said, Thou shalt not go 
up; but fetch aoompass behind them, 
and come upon them over against the 
mulberry trees. 

24 And let it be, when thou hear- 
est the sound of a going in the tops 
of the mulberry trees, that then thou 
shalt bestir thyself; for then shall 
the Lord go out before thee, to smite 
the host of the Philistines. 

25 And David did so, as the Lord 
had commanded him; and smote the 
Philistines from Geba ontil thou oome 
to Gbzer. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Dari l fetcheth Vie ark from Kirjath-jta rim 

— UzeaJi it smitten—David bringing the 

ark into Zion — Hr. placeth it in a taba* 

node. 

GAIN, David gatherod together 
all the ohosen men of Israel, 
thirty thousand. 

2 And David arose, and went with 
all the people that were with him 
from Baale of Judah, to bring up 
from thence the Ark of God, whose 
name is oalled by the name of the 
Lord of hosts that dwelleth between 
the cherubim. 

3 And they set the ark of God 
upon a new oart, and brought it out 
of the house of Abinadab that was 
in Gibcah; and Uzzah and Abio, 
the sons of Abinadab, drave tbe new 
cart. 

4 And they brought it out of the 
house of Abinadah which was at 
Gibcah, accompanying the ark of 
God; and Ahio went before the ark. 

5 And David and all the house of 
Israel played before the Lord on all 
manner of instruments made of fir 
wood, even on harps, aud on psalte¬ 
ries, and on limhrols, and on oornets, 
and on cymbals. 

6 And when they camo to Nachon’s 
threshing-floor, Uzzah put forth bis 
hand to tho ark of God, and took 
bold of it; for the oxen shook it. 

7 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Uzzah, and God 
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•mote him there for hie error; and 
there he died by the ark of God. 

6 And David was displeased, be¬ 
cause the Lord had made a breach 
upon Uriah; and he called the name 
oi the place Perer-uzzah to this day. 

9 And David was afraid of the Lord 
that day, and said, Dow shall tho ark 
of the Lord come to me 7 

10 So David would not remove the 
ark of the Lord unto him into the 
city of David; but David carried it 
aside into the house of Obed-edom 
the Gittite. 

11 And the ark of the Lord con¬ 
tinued in the house of Ohed-edom 
the Gittite three months; and the 
Lord blessed Obed-edom, and all his 
household. 

12 And it was told king David, 
saying, The Lord hath Messed the 
house of Obed-edom, and all that 
pertaineth unto him, because of the 
ark of God. So David went and 
brought up the ark of God from the 
house of Obed-edom into the city of 
David with gladness. 

13 And it was so, that when they 
that bare the ark of the Lord had 
gone six paces, he saorifioed oxen 
and fatlings. 

14 And David danced before the 
Lord with all hi9 might; and David 
was girded with a linen ephod. 

15 So David and all the house of 
Israel brought up the ark of the 
Lord with shouting, and with the 
sound of tbe trumpet. 

16 And as the ark of the Lord came 
into the city of David, Miehal Suul'a 
daughter lookod through a window, 
and saw king David leaping and 
dancing before the Lord; and she 
despised him in her heart. 

17 And they brought in the ark of 
the Lord, and set it in his place, in 
the midst of the tabernacle tnat Da¬ 
vid had pitched for it; and David 
offered hurnt offerings and pcaoc offer¬ 
ings hefore the Lord. 

18 And as soon as David had made 
an end of offering burnt offerings and 
peace offerings, he blessed the people 
tn tho name of the Lord of hosts. 

10 And he dealt among all the peo¬ 
ple, even among the whole multitude 
of Israel, a9 well to the women as 
men, to every one a cake of hread, 
and a good pieoe of flesh, and a 


flagon of wine. So all the people 
departed every one to his house. 

20 Then David returned to blees hit 
household. And Miehal the daugh¬ 
ter of Saul came out to meet David, 
and said, How glorious was the king 
of Israel to-day, who uncovered him¬ 
self to-day in the eyes of the hand¬ 
maids of his servants, as one of the 
vain fellows shamelessly unoovereth 
himself! 

21 And David said unto Miehal, It 
was before the Lord, whioh chose me 
before thy father, and before all his 
house, to appoint me ruler over the 
people of the Lord, over Israel; 
therefore will I play hefore the Lord. 

22 And I will yot be more vile than 
thus, and will he base in mine own 
sight; and of the maid-servants 
which thou hast spoken of, of them 
shall I bo had in honour. 

23 Therefore Miehal tbe daughter 
of Saul bad no child unto the day of 
her death. 

CHAPTER VII. 

David desireih to build a house unto God- - 
God forbiddeth him—DaviiTs prayer. 
ND it came to pass, when the 
king sat in his house, and the 
Lord had given him rest round about 
from all his enemies ; 

2 That the king said unto Nathan 
the prophet. Sec, now, I dwell in a 
house of cedar, but the ark of God 
dwcllelh within curtains. 

3 And Nathan said to the king, Go, 
do all that is in thine heart ; for the 
Lord is with thee. 

4 And it came to pass that night, 
that the word of the Lord came uDto 
Nathan, saying, 

5 Go and tell my servant David, 
Thus saith the Lord, Shalt thou build 
me a house for me to dwell in ? 

G Whereas I have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought 
up the children of Israel out of 
Egypt, even to this day, but have 
walked in a tent and in a tabernacle 

7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with nil tho children of Israel 
spake I a word with any of the triher 
of Israel, whom I commanded to feed 
my people Israel, saying, Why build 
ye not mo a house of cedar? 

8 Now therefore so shalt thoa say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
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the sheepoote, from following the 
ihecp, to be ruler over my people, 
over Israel; 

9 And I was with thee whitherso¬ 
ever thou wentest, and have out off 
all thine enemies out of thy sight, 
and have made thee a great name, 
like unto the name of the great mon 
that are in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for my peoplo Israel, and will plant 
them, that they may dwell in a place 
of their own, and move no more; 
neither shall the ohildren of wicked¬ 
ness afflict them any more, as hefore- 
time, 

11 And as since the time that I 
commanded judges to be over my 
people iBraol, and have oaased thee 
to rest from all thine enemies. Also 
the Lord telletb thee that he will 
make thee a house. 

12 And when thy days be fulfilled, 
and thou shalt sleep with thy fathers, 
I will set up thy seed after thee, 
which shall proceed out of thy bow¬ 
els, and I will establish his kingdom. 

13 Ho shall build a house for my 
name, and I will stablish the throne 
of bis kingdom for ever. 

14 I will be his father, and he shall 
be my son. If he commit iniquity, 
I will chasten him with the rod of 
men, and with the stripes of the chil¬ 
dren of mon. 

15 But my mercy shall not depart 
away from him, as I took it from 
Saul, whom I put away bofore thee. 

16 And thine house nnd (by king¬ 
dom shall be established for ever 
before thee; thy throDe shall be es¬ 
tablished for ever. 

17 According to nil these words, 
and according to all this vision, so 
did Nathan speak unto David. 

18 Then wont king David in, and 
sat before the Lord, and ho said, 
Who am I, 0 Lord God? and what 
is mj house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto ? 

19 And this was yot a small thing 
in thy sight, 0 Lord God; but tbou 
bast spoken also of tby servant’s 
bouse for a great while to oomc. 
And is this the manner of man, 0 
Lord God? 

20 And what can David say more 
unto thoe? for thou, Lord God, know- 
est thy servant. 
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21 For thy word’s sake, and ac¬ 
cording to thine own heart, hast thou 
done all these great things, to make 
thy servant know them. 

22 Wherefore thou art great, 0 
Lord God; for there is none like 
thee, neither is there any God be¬ 
sides thee, according to all that we 
have heard with our ears. 

28 And what one nation in the 
earth is like thy people, even like Is¬ 
rael, whom God went to redeem for 
a people to himself, and to make him 
a name, and to do for you great 
things and terrible, for thy land, be¬ 
fore thy people, which thou redeem- 
edst to thee from Egypt, from the 
nations and their gods? 

24 For thou hast confirmed to thy¬ 
self thy people Israel to be a people 
unto thee for ever; and thou, Lord, 
art become their God. 

25 And now, 0 Lord God, the word 
that thou hast spoken concerning thy 
servant, and concerning his house, 
establish it for ever, and do as thou 
hast said. 

26 And let thy name be magnified 
for over, saying, The Lord of hosts 
is the God over Israel; and let the 
house of thy servant David bo estab¬ 
lished before thee. 

27 For thou, 0 Lord of hosts, God 
of Israel, hast revealed to thy ser¬ 
vant, saying, I will build thee a 
house; therefore hath thy servant 
found in his heart to pray this prayer 
unto thee. 

2S And now, 0 Lord God, thou art 
that God, and thy words be true, and 
thou hast promised this goodness 
unto thy servant; 

29 Therefore now let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, that 
it may continue for ever before thee; 
for thou, 0 Lord God, hast spoken it; 
and with thy blessing let too house 
of thy servant be blessed for over. 

CFIAPTER VIII. 

David tmiUth the J'fnlistines, the Moabite* t 

Hadadtxer, and the Syrian* — DavicTt 

offityfrs. 

ND after this il came to pass that 
David smote the Philistines, 
and subdue! them; and David took 
Meibeg-unnnuh out of the hand of 
the Philistines. 

2 And he smote Moab, and mea¬ 
sured them with a line, easting them 
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down to the ground; even with two 
Lines measured he to pot to death, and 
with one full line to Keep alive. And 
so the Moabites became David's ser¬ 
vants, and brought gifts. 

5 David smote also Hadadezer, the 
son of Rehob, king of Zobah, as he 
went to reoover his border at the river 
Euphrates. 

4 And David took from him a thou¬ 
sand chariots, and seven hundred 
horsemen, and twenty thousand foot¬ 
men ; and David houghed all the 
ohariot horses, but reserved of them 
for a hundred ohariote. 

5 And when the Syrians of Da¬ 
mascus came to suooour Hadadezer 
king of Zobah, David slew of the 
Syrians two and twenty thousand 
men. 

0 Then David put garrisons in Syria 
of Damasous; and the Syrians be¬ 
came servants to David, and brought 
gifts. And the Lord preserved Da¬ 
vid whithersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of 
gold that were on the servants of 
Hadadezer, and brought them to 
Jerusalem. 

8 And from Betah, and from Bero- 
thai, cities of Hadadezer, king David 
took exceeding much brass. 

9 When Toi king of Hamath heard 
that David had smitten all the hosts 
of Hadadezer, 

10 Then Toi sent Joram his son 
unto king David, to salute him, and 
to bless him, heoause he had fought 
against Hadadezer, and smitten him; 
for Hadadezer had wars with Toi. 
And Joram brought with him vessels 
of silver, and vessels of gold, and 
vessels of brass; 

11 Which also king David did dedi¬ 
cate unto the Lord, with the silver 
and gold that he had dedicated of all 
nations which he subdued; 

12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and of 
the children of Ammon, and of the 
Philistines, and of Amalok, and of 
the spoil of Hadadezer, son of Rehob, 
king of Zobah. 

13 And David gat him a name when 
he returned from smiting of the 
Syrians in the valley of salt, being 
eighteen thousand men. 

14 And he put garrisons in Edom; 
throughout all Edom put he garrisons, 
and all they of Edom became David’s 


servants. And the Lord preserved 
David whithersoever he went. 

15 And David reigned over all Is¬ 
rael; and David executed judgment 
and justioe unto all his people. 

16 And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host; and Jehoshaphat 
the son of Ahilud was recorder; 

17 And Zadok the son of Ahitnh, 
and Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, 
were the priests; and Seraiah was the 
scribe; 

18 And Benaiah the son of Johoi- 
ada was over both the Cherethites 
and the Pelethites; and David's sons 
were chief rulers. 

CHAPTER IX 

David tmdelh for MrphiboshzZh and rutor- 
elh him aU lhal was Sours. 

ND David said, Is there yet any 
that is left of the house of Saul, 
that I may show him kindness for 
Jonathan’s sake ? 

2 And there was of the house of 
Saul a servant whose name was Ziba. 
And when they had called him unto 
David, the king ^aid nnto him, Art 
thou Ziba? And he said, Thy sen ant 
is he. 

3 And the king said, Is there not 
yet any of the house of Saul, that I 
may show the kindness of God unto 
him? And Ziba said unto the king, 
Jonathan hath yet a eon, whioh is 
lame on his feet. 

4 And the king said onto him, 
Where is he? And Ziba said unto 
the king, Behold, he is in the house 
of Maohir, the son of Ammiel, in 
Lo-debar. 

5 Then king David sent, and fetched 
him o\it of the house of Maohir, the 
son of Ammiel, from Lo-debar. 

6 Now when Mephibosheth, the son 
of Jonathan, the son of Saul, was 
come unto David, he fell on his face, 
and did reverence. And David said, 
Mephibosheth. And he answered, 
Behold thy servant! 

7 And David said unto him, Fear 
not; for I will surely show thee kind¬ 
ness for Jonathan thy father's sake, 
£nd will restore thee all the land of 
Saul tby father; and thou shalt eat 
bread at my table continually. 

8 And he bowed himself, and said. 
What is thy servant, that thou 
shouldest look upon suoh a dead dog 
as I am ? 
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0 Then the king oalled to Ziba, 
6aul'f servant, and said onto him, I 
have given onto thy master’s son all 
that pertained to Saul and to all his 
house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, 
and thy servants, shall till the land 
for him, and thou shalt bring in the 
fruits, that thy master’s son may have 
food to eat; but Mepbibosheth thy 
master’s son shall eat bread alway at 
my table. Now Ziba bad fifteen 
sons and twenty servants. 

11 Then said Ziba unto the king, 
According to all that my lord the 
king hath commanded his servant, 
so Bhall thy servant do. As for 
Mephiboshoth, said tho king, he shall 
uat at my table, as one of the king’s 
sons. 

12 And Mephibosheth had a young 
son, whose name was Mioha. And 
all that dwelt in the house of Ziba 
wero servants unto Mephibosheth. 

13 So Mephibosheth dwelt in Jeru¬ 
salem ; for he did eat continually at 
tho king’s table; and was lame on 
both hiB feet. 

CHAPTER X. 

David's messengers villantwsly entreated — 

The Ammonites and Syrians overcome by 

Joab—Shobach slain. 

ND it camo to pasB after this, 
that the king of tho children 
of Ammon died, and llanun his son 
reigned in his Btoad. 

2 Then said David, >1 will show 
kindness unto llanun the son of Na- 
lmsh, as his father showed kindness 
unto mo. And David Bent to com¬ 
fort him by the hand of his servants 
for bis father. And David’s servants 
oamo into the land of the children of 
Ammon. 

3 And tho princes of the ohildron 
of Atnmon said unto llanun their 
lord, Thinkest thou that David doth 
honour thy father, that ho hath sent 
oomforters unto thee ? hath not Da¬ 
vid rather sent his servants unto 
theo, to searoh the city, and to spy it 
out, and to overthrow it ? 

4 Whoreforo llanuu took David’s 
servants, and shaved off the one half 
of their beards, and out off their gar¬ 
ments in the middlo, even to their 
buttocks, and sent them away. 

5 Wh on they told it unto David, he 
sent to meet them, because the men 


were greatly ashamed ; and the king 
said, Tarry at Jericho until your 
beards bo grown, and then return. 

6 And when the children of Am¬ 
mon saw that they stank hefore 
David, the children of Ammon sent 
and hired the Syrians of Beth-rehob, 
and the Syrians of Zoba, twenty 
thousand footmen, and of king Maa- 
cah a thousand men, and of Ish-tob 
twelve thousand men. 

7 And when David heard of it, he 
sent Joab, and all the host of the 
mighty men. 

8 And the ohildren of Ammon oame 
out, and put the battle in array at 
the entering in of the gate; and the 
Syrians of Zoba, and of Rehob, and 
Ish-tob, and Maaoah, were by them¬ 
selves in the field. 

0 When Joab saw that the front of 
the battle was against him before 
and behind, he chose of all theohoioe 
men of Israel, and put them in array 
against the Syrians; 

10 And the rest of tho people he 
delivered into tho hand of Abishai 
his brother, that ho might put them 
in array against the children of Am¬ 
mon. 

11 And he said, If the Syrians be 
too Btrong for me, then thou shalt 
help me; but if the children of Am¬ 
mon be too strong for thee, then I 
will come and help thee. 

12 Be of good courage, and let us 
play the men for our people, and for 
tho oities of our God; and the Lord 
do that which sccmeth him good. 

13 And Joab drow nigh, and the 

eople that wero with him, uDto the 

attle against tho Syrians; and they 

fled before him. 

14 And when the ohildren of Am¬ 
mon saw that tbe Syrians were fled, 
then fled they also before Abishai, 
and entered into tho city. So Joab 
roturned from tho children of Am¬ 
mon, and came to Jerusalem. 

15 And when the Syrians saw that 
they woro smitten before Israel, they 
gathered themselves togother. 

10 And Hadarozer sent, and brought 
out tho Syrians that were beyond the 
river; and they camo to Hclnm; and 
Shobach the captain of the host of 
Hndarezcr wont before them. 

17 And when it was told David, he 
gathered all Israel together, and 
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paeBed over Jordan, and came to 
llolam. And the SyrianB set them- 
selves in array against David, and 
fought with him. 

18 And the Syrians fled before 
Israel; and David slew the men of 
seven hundred chariots of the Sy¬ 
rians, and forty thousand horsemen, 
and smote Shobaoh the oaptain of 
their host, who died there. 

19 - And when all the kings that were 
servants to Hadareser saw that they 
were smitten before Israel, they made 

eaoe with Israel, and served them, 
o the Syrians feared to help the 
children of Ammon any more. 

CHAPTER XI. 

David, eommitteth adult*ru with Balh-theba 
— Uriah't fidelity — mi death — David 
taJceth Balh-theba to wife. 

ND it came to pass, after the 
year was expired, at the time 
when kings go forth to battle, that 
David sent Joah, and his servants 
with him, and all Israel; and they 
destroyed the children of Ammon, 
and besieged Rabbah. Bnt David 
tarried still at Jerusalem. 

2 And it came to pass in an 
evening-tide, that David arose from 
off his bed, and walked upon the 
roof of the king’s house; and from 
the roof he saw a woman washing 
herself; and the woman wub very 
beautiful to look upon. 

3 And David sent and inquired 
after the woman. And one said. Is 
not this Bath-sbeba, tbe daughter of 
Eliam, tbe wife of Uriah the llittite? 

4 And David sent messengers, and 
took her ; and she came in unto him, 
and he lay with her; for she was 
purified from her unclcanness; and 
she returned unto her house. 

6 And the woman conceived, and 
sent and told David, and said, I am 
with child. 

6 And David sent to Joab, saying, 
Send me Uriah the llittite. And 
Joab sent Uriah to David. 

7 And when Uriah was come unto 
him, David demanded of him how 
Joah did, and how the people did, 
and how the war prospered. 

8 And David said to Uriah, Go 
down to thy house, and wash thy 
feet. And Uriah departed out of the 
king’s house, and there followed him 
a mesB of meat from the king. 


9 But Uriah slept at the door of the 
king’s house with all the servants of 
his lord, and went not down to his 
house. 

10 And when they bad told David, 
saying, Uriah went not down onto 
his house, David said unto Uriah, 
C&mest thou not from thy journey 7 
why then didst thou not go down 
unto thine house ? 

11 And Uriah said unto David, The 
ark, and Israel, and Judah, abide in 
tents; and my lord Joab, and the 
servants of my lord, are encamped 
in the open fields; shall I theD go 
into mine house, to eat and to drink, 
and to He with my wife? as thou 
liveat, and as thy soul liveth, I will 
not do this thing. 

12 And David said to Uriah, Tarry 
here to-day also, and to-morrow I will 
let thee depart. So Uriah abode in 
Jerusalem that day, and the morrow. 

13 And when David bad called 
him, be did eat and drink before 
him; and he made him drunk; and 
at even he went out to lie on his bed 
with tbe servants of his lord, but 
went not down to his house. 

14 And it came to pass in the 
morning, that David wrote a letter 
to Joab, and sent it by the hand of 
Uriah. 

15 And he wrote in tbe letter, say¬ 
ing, Set ye Uriah in tbe forefront of 
the hottest battle, and retire ye from 
him that he maybe smitten, and die. 

16 And it came to pas9, when Joab 
observed the city, that he assigned 
Uriah unto a place where he knew 
that valiant men were. 

17 And the men of the city went 
out, and fought with Joab; and 
there fell somo of tbe people of the 
servants of David; and Uriah the 
llittite died also. 

IS Then Joab sent and told David 
all the things concerning the war; 

19 And charged the messenger, 
saying, When thou hast made an 
end of telling the matters of the war 
unto tbe king. 

20 And if so be that the king’s wrath 
arise, nud he say unto thee, Where¬ 
fore approached ye so nigh unto the 
city when yc did fight ? knew ye not 
that they would shoot from the wall 7 

21 Who smoto Ahimelech the son 
of Jerubbesheth 7 did not a woman 
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tut a nioco of a millstone upon him 
from the wall, that he died in The- 
bei? why went ye nigh the wall? 
then say thou, Thy servant Uriah 
the Hittite is dead also. 

22 So the messenger wont, and 
earne and showed David all that Joah 
bad sent him for. 

*>3 And the messenger said unto 
David, Surely the mon prevailed 
against us, and came out unto us into 
the field, and wo were upon them 
even unto the entering of the gate. 

24 And the shooters shot from off 
the wall upon thy servants; and 
some of the king's servants be dead, 
and thy servant, Uriah the Hittite is 
dead also. 

25 Then David said unto the mes¬ 
senger, Thus shalt thou say unto 
Joab, Let not this thing displease 
thee, for the sword devoureth one as 
well as another; make thy battle more 
strong against the city, and over¬ 
throw it; and enoourage thou him. 

26 And when the wife of Uriah 
heard that Uriah her husband was 
dead, she mourned for her husband. 

27 And when the mourning was 
)ftst, David sent and fetched her to 
lia house, and sho became his wife, 
and bare him a son. But tbo thing 
that David had done displeased the 
Lord. 

CIIAPTKR XII. 

David reproved by Nathan—Solatium m bom 
—David U/rturclh the people of Rabbah. 
ND the Lord sent Nathan unto 
David. And he camo unto him, 
and said unto him, There wore two 
mon in one city ; the one rich, and 
the other poor. 

2 The rich man had exceeding 
many flocks and herds ; 

3 But the poor man had nothing, 
save one little ewe lamb, which ho 
had bought and nourished up ; and 
it grew up together with him, and 
with his children; it did eat of his 
own meat, and drank of his own cup, 
and lay in bis bosom, and was unto 
him as a daughter. 

4 And there ourne a traveller unto 
tbo rloli man, and ho spared to take 
of his own flock and of his own herd, 
to dress for the wayfaring man that 
was oouuo unto him; but took the 
poor man's lamb, and dressed it for 
tho man that was cotne to him.

5 And David's anger was greatly 
kindled against the man; and he 
said to Nathan, As the Lord liveth, 
the man that hath done this thing 
shall surely die; 

6 And he shall restore the lamb 
four-fold, because he did this thing, 
and because ho had no pity. 

7 And Nathan said to David, Thou 
art the quid. Thus suith the Lord 
Qod of Israel, I anointed thee king 
over Israel, and I delivered thee out 
of tho hand of Saul; 

8 And I gave thee thy master's 
house, and thy master’s wives into' 
thy bosom, and gave thee the house 
of Israel and of Judah; and if that 
had been too little, I would moreover 
have given unto thee such and snob 
things. 

9 Wherefore hast thou despised the 
commandment of the Lord, to do evil 
in his sight? thou hast killed Uriah 
the Hittite with the sword, and hast 
taken his wife to be thy wife, and 
hast slain him with the sword of the 
children of Ammon. 

10 Now therefore the sword Bball 
never dopart from thine house; because 
thou hast despised me, and hast taken 
the wife of Uriah the Hittite to be 
thy wife. 

11 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will raise up evil against ihee out of 
thino owu house, and I will take thy 
wives before thine eyes, and give 
them unto thy neighbour, and he 
shall lie witb thy wives in the sight 
of this sun. 

12 For thou didst it secretly; but I 
will do this thing before all Israel, 
and before the sun. 

13 And David said unto Nathan, I 
have sinned against the Lord. And 
Nathan said unto David, The Lord 
also hath not put away thy sin that 
thou shalt not die. 

14 Howbcil, because by this deed 
thou hast given great occasion to the 
enemies of tho Lord to blaspheme, 
tho child also tho^t is born unto thee 
shall surely die. 

15 And Nathan dep&rtod unto his 
house. Aud the Lord struck the 
child that Uriah’s wife bare unto 
David, and it was very Bick. 

16 David therefore besought flod for 
the ohild ; and David fasted, and went 
in, and lay all night uuon the earth. 
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17 And the elders of his house arose, 
and went to him, to raise him np 
from the earth; hat he would not, 
neither did he eat bread with them. 

18 And it oamo to pass on the 
seventh day, that the child died. 
And the servants of David feared to 
tell him that the child was dead; for 
they said, Bohold, while the child was 
yet alive, we spake unto him, and he 
would not hearken unto our voice; 
how will he then vex himself, if we 
tell him that the child is dead ? 

19 But when David saw that his 
servants whispered, David percoived 
that the ohild was dead; therefore 
David said unto his servants, Is the 
child dead? And they said, He is 
dead. 

20 Then David arose from the 
earth, and washed, and anointed him¬ 
self, and changed hiB apparel, and 
oame into the house of the Lord, and 
worshipped ; then he came to his own 
house; and when he required, they 
set bread before him, and ho did eat. 

21 Then said his servants unto him, 
What thing is this that thou hast 
done? thou didst fast and weep for 
the child, while it was alive; but 
when the child was dead, thou didst 
rise and eat bread. 

22 And he said, While the child was 
yet alive, I fasted and wept; for I 
said, Who can tell whether God will 
be graoious to me, that the child may 
live ? 

23 But now he is dead, wherefore 
Bhould I fast? can I bring him back 
again ? I shall go to him, but be shall 
not return to me. 

24 And David comforted Bath-sheba 
his wife, and went in unto her, and 
lay with her; and she bare a sou, 
and he called his name Solomon ; and 
the Lord loved him. 

25 And he sent by the hand of 
Nathao the prophot; and ho called 
his name Jedidiah, becauso of the 
Lord. 

20 And Joab fought against Rabbah 
of the ohildron of Ammon, and took 
the royal city. 

27 And Joab sent messengers to 
David, and said, I have fought against 
Rabbah, and have taken the oity of 
waters. 

26 Now therefore gather the rest of 
the people together, end enoamp 


against the city, and tako it; lest I 
take the city, and it be called after 
my name. 

29 And David gathered all the people 
together, and went to Rabbah, and 
fought against it, and took it. 

30 And he took their king’s orown 
from off his head, the weight whereof 
was a talent of gold with the preoious 
stones; and it was set on David’s 
head. And he brought forth the 
spoil of the city in great abundance. 

31 And he brought forth the people 
that were therein, and put them 
under saws, and under harrows of 
iron, and under axes of iron, and 
made them pass through the brick¬ 
kiln ; and thus did he unto all the 
oities of the children of Ammon. 
So David and all the people returned 
unto Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER Xni. 

Amnon ravisheth Tamar—Absalom kHUlh 
Am non — David, grievtlh al Dm newt — 
Absalom JUtlh. 

A ND it came to pass after this, 
that Absalom the son of David 
had a fair sister, whose name was 
Tamar; and Amnon the son of David 
loved her. 

2 And Amnon waB so vexed, that 
he fell siok for his sister Tamar; for 
she was a virgin ; and Amnon thought 
it hard for him to do anything to her. 

3 But Amnon had a friend, whose 
name was Jonadab, the son of Shimeab 
David’s brother; and Jonadab was a 
very subtile man. 

4 And he said unto him, Why art 
thou, being tbo king’s son. lean from 
day today? wilt thou not tell me? 
And Amnon said unto bim, I love 
Tamar, my brothor Absalom’s sister. 
5 And Jonadab said unto him, Lav 
thee down on tby bed, and make thy¬ 
self siok; and when thy father comcth 
to sco tbee, say unto him, I pray 
thoo, let my sister Tamar oomo, and 
givo mo meat, and dress the meat in 
my sight, that I may see it, and eal 
it at her band. 

6 So Amnon lay down, and made 
himself siok ; and whon the king was 
come to see him, Amnon said unto 
tho king, I pray thee, let Tamar my 
sister como, and make me a couple 
of cakes in my sight, that I may eat 
at hor hand. 

n T hen David sent beme to Tamar, 
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saying, Go now to thy brother Am- 
nou's house, and dress him meat. 

8 So Tamar went to her brother 
Amuon’s house; and he was laid 
down. And she took flour, and 
kneaded it, and made oakes in his 
sight, and did bake the oakes. 

9 And she took a pan, and poured 
them out before him; but he refused 
to eat. And Ainnon said, Havo out 
ail men from me. And they went 
out every man from bim. 

10 And Amnon said unto Tamar, 
Bring the meat into the obamber, 
that I may eat of thine hand. And 
Tamar took the oakes which she bad 
made, and brought them into the 
ohamber to Amnon hor brother. 

)1 And when she had brought them 
unto him to eat, he took hold of her, 
and said unto her. Come lie with me, 
my sister. 

12 And she answered him, Nay, my 
hrother, do not foroe me; for no such 
thing ought to be done in Israel; do 
not thou this folly. 

13 And I, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go ? and as for thee, thou 
Bhalt be as one of the fools in Israel. 
Now therefore, I pray theo, speak 
unto the king; for he will not with¬ 
hold me from thee. 

14 Howboit he would not hearken 
unto her voice; but, boing stronger 
than sho, forced her, and lay with 
hor. 

15 Then Amnon hated her exceed¬ 
ingly ; so that the hatred wherewith 
he hated her was greater than the 
love wherewith be had loved her. 
And Amnon said to her, Arise, be¬ 
gone. 

18 And she said unto him, There is 
no cause; this evil in sending me 
away is greater than the other that 
Ibou didst unto me. But be would 
not hearken unto her. 

17 Thon he called his servant that 
ministered unto him, and said, Pul 
uow this woman out from me, and 
bolt tho door after her. 

16 And sho had a garment of divors 
colours upon her; for with such robes 
were the king’s daughters that wero 
virgins apparollod. Then his servant 
brought hor out, and bolted the door 
aftor hor. 

19 And Tamar put ashes on hor 
head, and rent her garment of divers 
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colours that was on her, and laid her 
hand on her head, and went on ory- 
ing. 

20 And Absalom her brother said 
unto her, Hath Amnon thy brother 
been with thee? but hold now thy 
peace, my sister; he is thy brother; 
regard not this thing. So Tamar re¬ 
mained desolate in her brother Absa¬ 
lom's house. 

21 But when king David heard of 
all these things, he was very wroth. 

22 And Absalom spake nnto his 
brother Amnon neither good nor bad; 
for Absalom hated Amnon, because 
he had forced his sister Tamar. 

23 And it oame to pass after two 
full years, that Absalom had sheep- 
shearers in Baal-hazor, whioh is be¬ 
side Ephraim ; and Absalom invited 
all the king's sons. 

24 And Absalom came to the king, 
aDd said, Behold now, thy servant 
hath sheep-shearers; let the king, I 
beseech tnee, and his servants go 
with thy servant. 

25 And the king said to Absalom, 
Nay, my son, let us not all now go, 
lest wo bo chargeable unto thee. And 
he pressed him; howbeit he would 
not go, but blessed him. 

26 Then said Absalom, If not, I 
pray thee, let my brother Amnon go 
with us. And the king said unto 
him, Why should he go with thee ? 

27 But Absalom pressed him, that 
he let Amnon and all the king's eons 
go with him. 

28 Now Absalom had commanded 
his servants, saying, Mark ye now 
when Amnon’s heart is merry with 
wino, and when I say unto you, 
Smite Amnon; then kill him, fear 
not; have I not commanded you? be 
courageous, and be valiant. 

29 And the servants of Absalom did 
unto Amnon as Absalom had com¬ 
manded. Then all the king's sons 
arose, and every man gat him up 
upon his mule, and fled. 

30 And it camo to pass, whilo they 
wero in tho wa) r , that tidings came to 
David, saying, Absalom hath slain 
all the king’s sons, and there is not 
one of thorn loft. 

31 Then tho king arose, and tare 
his garments, and lay on the earth; 
and all his servants Btood by with 
their olothes ren*. 
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32 And Jonadab, the son of Shim- 
eah David’s brother, answered and 
said, Let not my lord suppose that 
they have slain all the young men 
the king’s sons; for Amnon only is 
dead; for by the appointment of Ab¬ 
salom this hath been determined from 
the day that he forced hiB sister Ta¬ 
mar. 

33 Now therefore let not my Lord 
the king take the thing to his heart, 
to think that all the king’s sons are 
dead; for Amnon only is dead. 

34 But Absalom fled. And the yonng 
man that kept the watcb lifted up his 
eyes, and looked, and, behold, there 
came muoh people by the way of the 
hill-side behind him. 

35 And Jonadab said unto the king. 
Behold, the king’s sons come; as thy 
servant said, so it is. 

36 And it came to pass, as soon as 
he had made an end of speaking, that, 
behold, the king's sons came, and 
lifted up their voice and wept: and 
tho king also and all his servants 
wept very sore. 

37 But Ahsalom fled, and went to 
Talmai, the son of Ammihod, king 
of Geshur. And David mourned for 
his son every day. 

38 So Absalom fled, and went to 
Geshur, and was there three years. 

39 And the soul of king David 
longed (o go forth unto Absalom; for 
Ue was comforted concerning Amnon, 
seeing he was dead. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Joab bringdh A bsalom to Jerusalem—A bsar 
lom'a beauty. 

OW Joab the son of Zeruiah per¬ 
ceived that the king’s heart was 
toward Ahsalom. 

2 And Jonh sent to Tckoah, and 
fetched thence a wise woman, and 
said unto her, I pray thee, feign thy¬ 
self to be a mourner, and put on now 
mourning appnrcl, and anoint uot 
tbyself with oil, but be as a woman 
that had a long time mourned for 
the dead; 

3 And come to the king, and speak 
on this manner unto him. So Joab 
put the words in hor mouth. 

4 And when the woman of Tekoab 
spake to tbe king, she fell on her 
face to the ground, and did obeisance, 
and said, Help, 0 king. 

5 And tbe king said unto her, Wh&t 


ailetb thee ? And she answered, I am 
indeed a widow woman, and mine 
husband is dead. 

6 And thy hand-maid had two sons, 
and they two strove together in 
the field, and there was none to part 
them, but the one smote the otner, 
and slew him. 

7 And, behold, the whole family is 
risen against tbine hand-maid, and 
they said, Deliver him that smote his 
brother, that we may kill him, for the 
life of his brother whom he slew; and 
we will destroy the heir also ; and so 
they will quench my coal which is 
left, and shalt not leave to my hus¬ 
band Deither name nor remainder 
upon the earth. 

8 And the king said unto the wo¬ 
man, Go to thine house, and I will 
give charge concerning thee. 

9 And the woman of Tekoah said onto 
the king, My lord, 0 king, tbe ini¬ 
quity be on me, and on my father’s 
house; and the king and his throne 
he guiltless. 

10 And tbe king said, Whosoever 
aaith aught unto thee, bring him to 
me, and he shall not touch thee any 
more. 

11 Then said she, I pray thee, let 
the king rememher the Lord thy 
God, that thou wouldest not suffer 
the revengers of blood to destroy any 
more, lest they destroy my son. And 
he said. As the Lord liveth, there 
shall not one hair of thy son fall to 
the earth. 

12 Then the woman said, Let thine 
hand-maid. I pray thee, speak one 
word unto my lord the king. And he 
said. Say on. 

13 And the woman said. Wherefore 
then hnst thou thought such a thing 
against the people of God ? for the 
king doth speak this thing as one 
which is faulty, in that the king doth 
not fetch home again his banished. 

14 For we must needs die. and are 
as water spilt on the ground, which 
cannot be gathered up again : neither 
doth God respect any person: yet doth 
he devise means, that his banished be 
not expelled from him. 

15 Now therefore that f rtn come to 
speak of Ibis thing unto my lord the 
king, it is because the people have 
made me afraid; and thy hand-maid 
said, 1 will now speak unto the king; 
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it may be that the king will perform 
the request of his hand-maid. 

16 For the king will hear, to de¬ 
liver his hand-maid out of the hand 
of the man that would destroy me 
and my son together out of the in¬ 
heritance of God. 

17 Then thine hand-maid said, The 
word of my lord the king shall now 
be comfortable; for as an angel of 
God, so is my lord the king to dis¬ 
cern good and bad; therefore the 
Lord thy God will be with thee. 

18 Then the king answered and 
said unto the woman, Hide not from 
me, I pray thee, the thing that I 
shall ask thoo. And the woman Sftid, 
Let my lord tho king now speak. 

19 And the king said, Is not the 
hand of Jaab with thee in all this ? 
And Ike woman answered and said, 
As thy soul livoth, my lord the king, 
none can turn to tho right hand or to 
the left from aught that my lord the 
king hath spokon ; for thy servant 
Joab, ho bado me, and he put all 
these words in the mouth of thine 
hand-maid; 

20 To fetch about this form of 
spcoch bath thy servant Joab done 
Inis thing; and my lord is wiso, ac¬ 
cording to tho wisdom of an angel of 
God, to know all things tbat arc in 
the earth. 

21 And tho king said unto Joab, 
Behold now, I bave done this thing ; 
go thorofore, bring the young man 
Absalom again. 

22 Ami Joab foil to tho ground on 
his face, and bowed himself, and 
thanked tbo king ; and Joab said, To¬ 
day tby servant knowotb that I have 
found grace in thy sight, my lord, 0 
king, in that the king hath fulfilled 
tho request of his servant. 

28 So Joab arose and went to Go- 
» »ur, and brought Absalom to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

24 And the king said, Let him turn 
to his own house, and lot him not see 
iny face. So Absalom returnod to 
his own houso, and saw not the king's 
face. 

25 Rut in all Israel there was none 
to bo so muoh praised as Absalom 
for his beauty; from tho solo of his 
foot even to tho crown of his head 
(hero was no blemish in him. 

26 And when he polled his head, 
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(for it was at every year's end that 
lie polled it; because tho hair was 
heavy on him, therefore he polled it;) 
ho weighed the hair of his head at 
two hundred shokels after tho King s 
weight. 

27 And unto Absalom there were 
born three sons, and one daughter, 
whoso name was Tamar; she was a 
woman of a fair oountenanoe. 

28 So Absalom dwelt two full years 
in Jerusalem, and saw not the king's 
face. 

26 Therefore Absalom sent for Joab, 
to have sent him to the king; but he 
would not come to him; and when he 
sent again the second time, he would 
not oome. 

30 Therefore he said unto his ser¬ 
vants, See, Joab’s field is near mine, 
and he hath barley there ; go and Bet 
it on fire. And Absalom's servants 
set the Gold on fire. 

31 Thon Joab arose, and came to 
Absalom unto his house, and said 
unto him, Whcrofore have thy sor- 
vanls set my field on fire? 

32 And Absalom answered Joab, 
Behold, I sent unto thee, saying, 
Comohithor, that I may send thee to 
the king, to say, Wherefore am I come 
from Geshur? it had been good for 
me to have been there still; now 
therefore let me see the king's face ; 
and if there be any iniquity in me, 
lot him kill me. 

33 So Joab came to the king, and 
told him ; and when ho had called 
for Absalom, he came to the king, 
and bowed himself on his faoe to the 
ground before the king; and the king 
kissed Absalom. 

CHAPTER XV. 

A bsaltrn steals!h the hearts of Israsl—Ht 
maketh a great conspiracy—David JUeth 
from Jerusalem—David and his company 
go up mount Olivet weeping — He curseth 
Ahithnphel's counsel. 

ND it ciunc (o pass after this, 
that Absalom prepared him 
chariots and horses, and fifty men to 
run before him, 

2 And Absalom rose up early, and 
stood beside Lho way of the gate ; and 
it was so, that wheu any man that 
bad a controversy came to the king 
for judgment, then Absalom oalled 
unto him, and said, Of what oity art 
thou ? And ho said. Thy sorvant is of 
one of the tribes of Israel. 
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8 And Absalom said unto him. Gee, 
thy matters are good and right; but 
there is no man deputed of the king 
to hear thee. 

4 Absalom said moreover, Ob that 
I were made jndge in the land, that 
every man which hath any suit or 
cause might come unto me, and I 
would do him justice! 

5 And it was so, that when any man 
came nigh to him to do him obeisance, 
he pot forth his hand, and took him, 
and kiBsed him. 

6 And on thiB manner did Absalom 
to all Israel that came to the king for 
judgment; so Absalom stole the hearts 
of the men of Israel. 

7 And it came to pass after forty 
years, that Absalom said unto the 
king, I pray thee, let me go and pay 
my vow, which I have vowed unto 
the Lord, in Hebron. 

8 For thy servant vowed a vow 
while I abode at Geshur in 6yria, 
flaying, If the Lord shall bring me 
again indeed to Jerusalem, then I will 
serve the Lord. 

9 And the king said unto him, Go 
in peace. So he arose, and went to 
Heoron. 

10 But Absalom sent spies through- 
out all the tribes of Israel, saying, 
As soon as ye hear the sound of the 
trumpet, then ye shall say, Absalom 
reigneth in Hebron. 

11 And with Absalom went two 
hundred men out of Jerusalem, that 
were called; and they went in their 
simplioity, and they knew not any 
thing. 

12 And Absalom sent for Ahitho- 
phel the Gilonite, David’s counsellor, 
from his city, even from Giloh, while 
he offered sacrifices. And the con¬ 
spiracy was strong; for the people in¬ 
creased oonti Dually with Absalom. 

13 And there came a messenger to 
David, saying, The hearts of the 
men of Israel are after Absalom. 

14 And David said unto all his ser¬ 
vants that were with him at Jerusa¬ 
lem, Arise, and let us flee; for we 
shall not else escape from Absalom; 
make speed to depart, lest he over¬ 
take us suddenly, and bring evil upon 
ub, and smite the oity with the edge 
of the sword. 

15 And the king’s servants said 
onto the king, Behold, thy servants 


are ready to do whatsoever my lord 
the king shall appoint. 

16 And the king went forth, and 
all his household after him. And the 
king left ten women, which were con¬ 
cubines, to keep the house. 

17 And the king went forth, and all 
the people after him, and tarried in a 
place that was far off. 

18 And all his servants passed cn 
beside him; and all the Cherethites, 
and all the Pelethites, and all the 
Gittites, six hundred men which came 
after him from Gath, passed on before 
the king. 

19 Then said the king to Ittai the 
Gittite, Wherefore goest thou also 
with us ? return to thy place, and 
abide with the king ; for thou art a 
stranger, and also an exile. 

20 Whereas thou cameBt but yes¬ 
terday, should I this day make thee 
go up and down with U6 ? seeing I 
go whither I may, return thou, and 
take back thy hrethren; mercy and 
truth be with thee. 

21 And Ittai answered the king, 
and said, As the Lord livetb, and as 
my lord the king liveth, surely in 
what place my lord the king shall be, 
whether in death or life, even there 
also will thy servant be. 

22 And David said to Ittai, Go and 
pass over. And Ittai the Gittite 
passed over, and ail his men, and all 
the little ones that were with him. 

23 And all the country wept with a 
loud voice, and all the peoplo passed 
over; the king also himself passed 
over the brook Kidron, and all the 
peoplo passed over, toward the way 
of the wilderness. 

24 And lo, Zadok also, and all the 
Lcvites wero with him, bearing the 
ark of the covenant of God; and 
they set down the ark of God; and 
Abiathar went up, until all the people 
had done passing out of the city. 

25 And the kiDg said unto Zadok, 
Carry back the ark of God into the 
city; if I shall find favour in the 
eyes of the Lord, he will bring me 
again, and show me both it, and his 
habitation; 

26 But if he thus say, 1 have no 
delight in thee; hohold, bero am I, 
let him do to me as sccmelh good 
unto him. 

27 The king said also unto Zadok 
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the priest, Art not thou a fleer 7 return 
into the oity in peace, and your two 
fonfl with you, Ahimaaz thy son, and 
Jonathan the son of Abiathar. 

28 Bee, I will tarry in the plain of 
the wilderness, until there oome word 
from you to certify me. 

20 Zadok therefore and Abiathar 
oarried the ark of Qod again to 
Jerusalem ; and they tarried there. 

SO And David went up by the ascent 
of mount Olivet, and wept as he went 
up, and had hiB head covered, and he 
went barefoot; and all the people 
that was with him covered every man 
hie head, and they went up, weeping 
as they went up. 

31 And one told David, saying, 
Ahithophel is among the oonspirators 
with Absalom. And David said, 0 
Lord, I pray thee, turn tbe oounsel 
of Ahithophel into foolishness. 

32 And it came to pass, that when 
David was oome to the top of the 
mount, where he worshipped God, 
behold, Hushai the Archite came to 
meet him with his coat rent, and earth 
upon his head; 

33 Unto whom David said, If thou 
assest on with me, then thou shalt 
e a burden unto me; 

34 But if thou return to the oity, 
and say unto Absalom, I will be thy 
servant, 0 king; as 1 have been thy 
father’s servant hitherto, so will I 
now also be thy servant; then mayest 
thou for me defeat the oounsel of 
Ahithophel. 

35 And hast thou not there with 
Ihee Zadok and Abiathar the priests? 
therefore it shall be, that what thing 
soovor thou shalt hear out of the 
king's house, thou shalt tell it to 
Zadok and Abiathar the priests. 

36 Behold, they have thore with 
thorn their two sons, Ahimaaz Zadok’s 
son, and Jonathan Abiathar’s son; 
and by them ye shall send unto me 
every thing that ye can hear. 

37 So Hushai David’s friend oame 
into tho city, and Absalom oame into 
Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

asruth David—David absiaineth 
from rtvcnfp—Ahithophel t counsel 
ND when David was a little past 
the top of the hill, behold, Ziba 
tbe servant of Mophibosheth met 
him, with a oouple of asBea saddled, 
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and upon them two hundred loaves 
of bread, and a hundred bunches of 
raisins, and a hundred of summer 
fruits, and a bottle of wine. 

2 And the king said nnto Ziba, 
What meanest thou by these 7 And 
Ziba said, The asses be for the king's 
household to ride on; and the bread 
and summer fruit for the young men 
to eat; and the wine, that such as be 
faint in the wilderness may drink. 

3 And the king said, And where is 
thy master’s bod ? And Ziba said 
unto the king, Behold, he abideth at 
Jerusalem; for he said, To-day Bhall 
the hoase of Israel restore me the 
kingdom of my father. 

4 Then said the king to Ziba, Be¬ 
hold, thine are all that pertained unto 
Mephibosheth. And Ziba said, I 
humbly beseech thee that I may find 
grace in thy sight, my lord, 0 king. 

5 And when king David came to 
Bahurim, behold, thence came out a 
man of the family of the house of 
Saul, whose name was Shimei, the 
bod of Gera; he came forth, and 
cursed still as he came. 

6 And he cast stones at David, and at 
all the servants of king David, and 
all the people and all the mighty men 
were on his right hand and on his left. 

7 And thus said Shimei when he 
cursed. Come out, oome out, thou 
bloody man, aDd thou man of Belial; 

8 The Lord hath returned upon 
thee all the blood of the house of 
Saul, in whose stead thou hast reigned; 
and the Lord hath delivered the 
kingdom into the hand of Absalom 
thy son; and, behold, thou art taken 
in thy mischief, because thou art a 
bloody man. 

0 Then said Abishai tho son of 
Zeruiah unto the king, Why should 
this dead dog curse my lord the king? 
let me go over, I pray thee, and take 
off his head. 

10 And tho king said, What have I 
to do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah ? 
bo let him curse, bcoause the Lord 
hath said nnto him, Curse David. 
Who shall thon say, Wherefore hast 
thou done so 7 

11 And David said to Abishai, and 
to all his servants, Behold, my son, 
whioh oame forth of my bowels, 
eoeketh my life; how much more 
now may this Be dj ami to do it 7 let 
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him alone, and let him onrse; for 
the Lord hath bidden him. 

12 It may he that the Lord will 
look on mine affliction, and that the 
Lord will requite me good for his 
outbid g this day. 

13 And as David and his men went 
hy the way, Shimei went along on 
the hill's side over against him, and 
cursed as he went, and threw stones 
at him, and oast dust. 

14 And the king, and all the people 
that were with him, came weary, and 
refreshed themselves there. 

15 And Absalom, and all the people 
the men of Israel, came to Jerusalem, 
and Ahithophel with him. 

16 And it came to pass, when Ilushai 
the Archite, David's friend, was come 
unto Absalom, that Ilushai said unto 
Absalom, God save the king, God 
save the king. 

17 And Absalom Baid to Hushai, Is 
this thy kindnesB to thy friend ? why 
wentest thou not with thy friend? 

18 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
Nay; but whom the Lord, and this 
people, and all the men of Israel, 
choose, his will I be, and with him 
will I abide. 

19 And again, whom should I serve? 
should I not serve in the presence of his 
son? as I have served in thy father’s 
presence, so will I be in thy presence. 

20 Then said Absalom to Ahith- 
ophel, Give counsel among you what 
wo shall do. 

21 And Ahithophel said unto Ab¬ 
salom, Go in unto thy father’s con¬ 
cubines, whioh he hath left to keep 
the house; and all Israel shall hear 
that thou art abhorred of thy father; 
then shall the hands of all that are 
with thee be Btrong. 

22 So they spread Absalom a tent 
upon the top of the house; and Ab¬ 
salom wont in unto his father's con¬ 
cubines in the sight of all Israel. 

23 AdJ the counsel of Ahithophel, 
which ho counsellod in those aays, 
was as if a man had inquired at the 
oracle of God; so was all the counsel 
of Ahithophel both with David and 
with Absalom. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

AhiXhophei hanytth himsdf—Amasa made 
captain. 

M OREOVER Ahithophel said un¬ 
to Absalom, Let me now choose 


out twelvo thousand men, and I 
will arise and pursue after David 
this night; 

2 And I will come upon him while 
he is weary and weak-handed, and 
will make him afraid; and all the 
people that are with him shall flee; 
and I will smite the king only ; 

3 And I will bring back ail the 
people unto thee; the man whom 
thou seekest is as if all returned; 
so all the people shall he in peace. 

4 And the saying pleased Absalom 
well, and all the elders of IsraoL 

6 Then said Absalom, Call now 
Hushai the Archite also, and let ns 
hear likewise what he sailh. 

6 And when Hushai was come to 
Absalom, Absalom spake unto him, 
saying, Ahithophel hath spoken after 
this manner; shall we do after his 
saying? if not, speak thou. 

7 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
The counsel that Ahithophel hath 
given is not good at this time. 

8 For, said Hushai, thou knowest 
thy father and his men, that they be 
mighty men, and they be chafed in 
their minds, as a bear robbed of her 
whelps in the field; and thy father 
is a man of war, and will not lodge 
with the people. 

9 Behold, he is hid now in some 
pit, or in some other place; and it 
will come to pass, when some of 
them be overthrown at the first, that 
whosoever heareth it will say, There 
is a slaughter among the people that 
follow Absalom. 

10 And he also that is valiant, 
whoso heart is as the heart of a 
lion, shall utterly melt; for all Is¬ 
rael kuoweth that tby father is a 
mighty man, and they which be with 
him are valiant men. 

11 Thercforo I coudscI that all Is¬ 
rael be generally gathered unto thee, 
from Dan even to Becr-sheba, as the 
sand that is by the sea lor multi¬ 
tude ; and that thou go to battle in 
thino own person. 

12 So shall we coino upon him iu 
some place where ho shall bo found, 
and wo will light upon him as the 
dew fnlleth on the ground ; and of 
him and of all the men that are with 
him there shall not bo left so much 
as one. 

13 Moreover, if he be gotten into a 
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oily, then shall all Israel bring ropes 
to that oity, and we will draw it into 
the river, until there be not one small 
stone found there. 

14 And Absalom and all the men 
of Israel said, The oounselof Hushai 
the Arohite is hotter than the coun¬ 
sel of Ahithophel. For the Lord 
had appointed to defeat the good 
oounsel of Ahithophel, to the intent 
that the Lord mignt bring evil upon 
Absalom. 

15 Then said Hushai unto Zadok 
and to Abiathar the priests, Thus 
and thus did Ahithophel oounsel 
Absalom and the elders of Israel; 
and thus and thus have I counselled. 

18 Now therefore send quickly, 
and toll David, saying, Lodge not 
this night in the plains of the wil¬ 
derness, but speedily pass over; lest 
the king be swallowed up, and all 
the pcoplo that are with him. 

17 Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz 
stayed by ED-rogel; for they might 
not be seen to come into the oily; 
and a wench went and told them; 
and they went and told king David. 

10 Nevertheless, a lad saw them, 
and told Absalom; but they went 
both of them away quickly, and 
came to a man's house in Bahurim, 
which had a well in hisoourt; whi¬ 
ther they went down. 

19 And the woman took and Bproad 
a covoring over the well's mouth, and 
spread ground corn thereon ; and the 
ining was not known. 

20 And when Absalom’s servants 
oame to the woman to the house, 
they said, Whcro is Ahimaaz and 
Jonathan ? And the woman said 
unto them, They bo gone over tbo 
brook of water. And when they had 
sought and could not find them, they 
returned to Jerusalem. 

21 And it came to pass, after they 
were departed, that they oaino up 
out of the well, and went and told 
king David, and said unto David, 
Ariso, and pass quickly over the 
water; for thus noth Ahithophel 
counselled against you. 

22 Thou David arose, and all the 
people that wero with him, and thoy 

f tassod over Jordan ; by iho morning 
ight there lacked not one of them 
that was noL gono over Jordan. 

23 And when Ahithophel Baw that 
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his counsel was not followed, he 
saddled his ass, and arose, and 
him home to bis house, to his city, 
and put his household io order, and 
hanged himself, and died, and was 
buried in the sepulohre of his father. 

24 Then David came to Mahanaiok 
And Absalom passed over Jordan, 
he and all the men of Israel with 
him. 

25 And Absalom mado Amass cap¬ 
tain of tbo hosts instead of Joan; 
which Amasa was a man’s son, whose 
name was Ithra an Israelite, that 
wont in to Abigail the daughter of 
Nahaeh, sister to Zeruiah Joab’s 
mother. 

26 So Israel and Absalom pitched 
in the land of Qilead. 

27 And it oame to pass, when Da¬ 
vid was oome to Mahanaim, that 
Shobi the son of Nahash of Rabbah 
of the children of Ammon, and Ma- 
chir the son of Ammiel of Lo-debar, 
and Barzillai the Gileadite of Ro- 
gclim, 

28 Brought beds, and basins, and 
earthen vessels, and wheat, and bar¬ 
ley, and flour, and parched corn, 
and beans, and lentiles, and parched 
pulse, 

29 And honey, and butter, and 
sheep, and cheese of kine, for David, 
and for the people that were with 
him, to eat; lor they said, The peo¬ 
ple is hungry, and weary, aud thirsty, 
in the wilderness. 

CHAPTER XVTII. 

David giveth charge of Absalom—The /#■ 
raelites smitten—Absalom is slain—David 
mntrrmUi for Absalom, 

ND David numbered the people 
tbat were with him, and set 
captains of thousands and captains 
of hundreds over them. 

2 And David sent forth a third 
part of the people under the hand 
of Joab, and a third part under the 
hand of Abishui the son of Zeruiah, 
Joab’s brother, and the third part 
undor the hand of Ittai tho Gittite. 
And the king said unto the people, I 
will surely go forth with you myself 
also. 

3 But tho people answered, Thoa 
shalt not go forth; for if we flee 
away, thoy will not oare for us; nei¬ 
ther if half of us die, will thoy oare 
for us; but now thou art worth ten 
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thousand of na; therefore now it ia 
better that thou anooour ua out of the 
city. 

4 And the king said unto them, 
What seemeth you beBt I will do. 
And the king stood by the gate aide, 
aud all the people oame out by hun¬ 
dreds and by thousands. 

6 And the king commanded Joab 
and Abishai and Ittai, saying, Deal 
gently for my sake with the young 
man, even with Absalom. And all 
the people heard when the king gave 
all the oapt&ins charge oonceming 
Absalom. 

6 So the people went out into the 
field against Israel; and the battle 
was in the wood of Ephraim; 

7 Where the people of Israel were 
slain before the servants of David, 
and there was there a great slaughter 
that day of twenty thousand men. 

8 For the battle was there scattered 
over the face of all the country; and 
the wood devoured more people that 
day than the sword devoured. 

0 And Absalom met the servants 
of David. And Absalom rode upon 
a mule, and the mule went nnder the 
thick bows of a great oak, and hiB 
head caught hold of the oak, and he 
was taken up between the heaven 
and the oarth; and the mule that was 
under him went away. 

10 And a certain man saw it, and 
told Joab, and said, Behold, I saw 
Absalom hanged in an oak. 

11 And Joab said unto the man 
that told him. And, bobold, thou saw- 
est him, and why didst thou not 
smite him there to the ground ? and 
I would have given thee ten shekels 
of silver, and a girdle. 

12 And tho man said unto Joab, 
Though I should receive a thousand 
shekels of silver in mine hand, yet 
would I not put forth mine hand 
against tho king's son; for in our 
hearing the king charged thee and 
Abishai and ItLai, saying, Beware 
that none touch tho young man Ab¬ 
salom. 

13 Otherwise I should have wrought 
falsehood against mine own life; for 
there is no matter hid from Lhe king, 
and thou thysolf wouldost have sot 
thyself against me. 

14 Then said Joab, I may not tarry 
thus with thee. And he took three 


darts In his hand, and thrust them 
through the heart of Absalom, while 
he was yet alive in the midst of the 
oak. 

15 And ten young men that bare 
Joab's armour compassed about and 
Bmote Absalom, and slew bim. 

16 And Joab blew the trumpet, and 
the people relumed from pursuing 
after Israel; for Joab held hack the 
people. 

17 And they took Absalom, and 
cast him into a great pit in the 
wood, and laid a very great heap 
of stones upon him; and all Israel 
fled every one to his tent. 

18 Now Absalom in his lifetime had 
taken and reared up for himself a 
pillar, which is in the king's dale; 
for he said, I have no son to keep 
my name in remembrance; and he 
called the pillar after his own name; 
and it is called unto this day, Absa¬ 
lom's place. 

19 Then said Ahimaaz the son of 
Zadok, Let me now run, and bear the 
king tidings, bow that the Lord hath 
avenged him of his enemies. 

20 And Joab said nnto him, Thou 
sbalt not bear tidings this day, bnt 
thou sbalt bear tidings another day; 
but this day thou shalt bear no 
tidings, because the king's son is 
dead. 

21 Then said Joab to Cushi, Go 
tell the king what thou hast seen. 
And Cushi bowed himself unto Joab, 
and ran. 

22 Then said Ahimaaz the son of 
Zadok yet again to Joab, But how¬ 
soever, let me, I pray thee, also run 
after Cushi. And Joab said, Where¬ 
fore wilt thou run, my son, seeing 
that thou hast no tidiDgs ready ? 

23 But howsoever, said he, let me 
run. And he said unto him, Run. 
Then Ahimaaz ran by the way of 
the plain, and overran Cushi. 

24 And David sat between the two 
gates; and tho watchman went up 
to the roof over the gate unto the 
wall, and lifted up bis eyes, and 
looked, and behold a man running 
alone. 

25 And the watchman cried, and 
told the king. And the king said. 
If be be alone, thcro is tidings in his 
mouth. And be oamo apace, and 
drew near. 



CHAPTER XIX. 


20 And tho watchman saw another 
man running; and the watchman 
called unto the porter, and said, Be¬ 
hold another man running alone. 
And the king said, He also bringeth 
tidings. 

27 And the watchman said, Me- 
thinketh the running of the foremost 
la like the running of Ahimaac the 
son of Zadok. And the king said, 
He is a good man, and oometh with 
good tidings. 

28 And Ahimoas callod, and said 
unto the king, All is well. And he 
fell down to the earth upon his face 
before the king, and said, Blessed be 
the Lord thy God, which hath de¬ 
livered up the men that lifted up 
their hana against my lord the king. 

20 And the king said, Is the young 
man Absalom safe? And Ahimaaz 
answered, When Joab sent the king’s 
servant, and me thy servant, I saw a 
great tumult, but I knew not what 
it was. 

30 And the king said unto him, 
Turn aBido, and stand here. And ho 
turned aside, and stood still. 

31 And, behold, Cushi oame; and 
CuBhi said, Tidings, my lord the 
king; for the Lord hath avenged thee 
this day of all them that rose up 
against thee. 

32 And the king said unto Cushi, 
Is the young man Absalom safe? 
And Cushi answered, The enemieB 
of my lord the king, and all that rise 
against thee to do thee hurt, be as 
that young man is. 

33 And the king was muoh moved, 
and wont up to the chamber over the 
gate, and wept; and as he went, thus 
ho said, 0 my eon Absalom! my son, 
my son Absalom 1 would God I had 
died for thee, 0 Absalom, my son, 
my son ! 

CIIAPTKR XIX. 

David ceateth mourning—The Israelites de¬ 
sire the king back —.ViimW is pardoned , 
ND it was told Joub, Behold, the 
king weepeth and rnourneth for 
Absalom. 

2 And the viotory that day was 
turned into mourning unto all the 
people; for the people heard say that 
day how the king was grieved for his 
son. 

3 And the peoplo gut thorn by 
Stealth that aay into the oity, as 
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people being ashamed steal away 
when they flee in hattle. 

4 But the king covered his face, 
and the king cried with a loud voice, 
0 my son Absalom ! 0 Absalom, my 
son, my son ! 

5 And Joab came Into the house 
to the king, and said, Thou hast 
shamed this day the faces of all thy 
servants, which this day have Baved 
thy life, and the lives of thy sons 
and of thy daughters, and the lives 
of thy wives, and the lives of thy 
ooncubinos; 

6 In that thou lovest thine enemies, 
and hatest thy friends. For thou 
hast declared this day, that thou re- 
gardest neither princes nor servants; 
for this day I perceive, that if Absa¬ 
lom had lived, and all we had died 
this day, then it had pleased thee 
well. 

7 Now thorofore arise, go forth, and 
speak comfortably unto thy servants; 
for I swear by the Lord, if thou go 
not forth, there will not tarry one 
with thee this night; and that will 
be worse unto thee than all the evil 
that befell thee from thy youth until 
now. 

6 Then the king arose, and Bat in 
the gate. And they told unto all the 
people, saying, Behold, the king doth 
sit in the gate. And all the people 
namo before the king ; for Israel had 
fled every man to his tent. 

9 And all the people were at strife 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, 
saying, The king saved us out of the 
hnnd of our enemies, and he delivered 
us out of the hand of the Philistines; 
and now he is fled out of the land 
for Absalom. 

10 And Absalom, whom we anoint¬ 
ed over us, is dead in battle. Now 
therefore why speak ye not a word 
of bringing tho king back? 

11 And king David sent to Zadok 
and to Abiathar tho priests, saying, 
Speak unto tho ciders of Judah, say¬ 
ing, Why are ye the last to bring the 
king back to his house? seeing the 
speech of all Israel is come to the 
king, even to his house. 

12 Yo are my brothren, ye are my 
bones and my flosh; wherefore then 
are ye the last to bring back the 
king? 

13 And say ye to A mas a, Art thou 
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not of my bone, and of my flesh ? 
God do bo to me, and more also, if 
thon be Dot oaptain of the hoet be¬ 
fore me oontinaally in the room of 
Joab. 

14 And he bowed tbe heart of all 
tho men of Judah, even aa the heart 
of one man; so that they sent this 
word onto the king, Return thou, and 
all thy servants. 

15 So tho king returned, and came 
to Jordan. And Judah came to Gil- 
gal, to go to meet the king, to oon- 
duct the king over Jordan. 

16 And Shimei the son of Gera, a 
Benjamite, which was of Bahurim, 
hasted and came down with the men 
ol' Judah to meet king David. 

17 And there were a thousand men 
of Benjamin with him, and Ziba the 
servant of tho houso of Saul, and his 
fifteen sons and his twenty servants 
with him; and they went over Jor¬ 
dan before the king. 

18 And there went over a ferry 
boat to oarry over the king's house¬ 
hold, and to do what he thought 
good. And Shimei the son of Gera 
fell down before the king, as he was 
oome over Jordan ; 

19 And said unto tho king, Let not 
my lord impute iniquity unto me, 
neither do thou remember that which 
thy servant did perversely the day 
that my lord the king went out of 
Jerusalem, that the king should take 
it to his heart. 

20 For thy servant doth know that 
I have sinned; therefore, behold, I 
am oome the first this day of all the 
house of Joseph to go down to meet 
my lord the king. 

21 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
answered and said, Shall not Shimei 
be put to death for this, because he 
oursed the Lord’s anointed ? 

22 And David said, What have I to 
do with you, yo sons of Zeruiah, that 
ye should this day bo adversaries 
unto me ? shall there any man be put 
to death this day in Israel ? for do 
not I know that I am this day king 
over Israel ? 

23 Therefore tho king said unto 
Shimei, Thou shaft not die. And the 
king swaro unto him. 

24 And McphiboBheth the son of 
Saul camo down to meet the king, 
and had neither dressed his feet, nor 


trimmod his beard, nor washed hlj 
clotheB, from the day the king de¬ 
parted until the day he came again 
in peace. 

25 And it came to pass, when hs 
was oome to Jerusalem to meet the 
king, that the king said unto him, 
Wherefore wentest not thon with me, 
Mephiboshelh ? 

26 And he answered. My lord, 0 
king, my servant deceived me; for 
thy servant said, I will saddle me an 
asB, that I may ride thereon, and go 
to the king; because thy servant is 
lame. 

27 And he hath slandered thy ser¬ 
vant unto my lord the king; but my 
lord the king is as an angel of God; do 
therefore what is good in thine eyes. 

28 For all of my father's house were 
but dead men before my lord the 
king; yet didst thon set thy servant 
among them that did eat at thine 
own table. What right therefore 
have I yet to cry any more onto tho 
king 7 

29 And the king said nnto him, 
Why speakest thou any more of thy 
matters ? I have said. Thou and 
Ziba divido tho land. 

30 And Mephibosheth said unto the 
king, Yea, let him take all, forasmuch 
as my lord the king is oome again in 
peace unto his own house. 

31 And Barzillai the Gileadite came 
down from Rogelim, and went over 
Jordan with tho king, to conduct him 
over Jordan. 

32 Now Barzillai was a very aged 
man, even four-score years old; and 
ho had provided tho king of suste¬ 
nance while he lay at Mahanaim; for 
he was a very great man. 

33 And the king said unto Barzillai, 
Come thou over with me, and I will 
feed thee with me in Jerusalem. 

34 And Barzillai said unto tho king, 
How long bave I to live that I should 
go up with the king unto Jerusalem ? 

35 I am this day four-ocore years 
old : and can I discern between good 
and evil? can thy servant taste what 
I eat or what I drink ? can I hear 
any moro tho voice of singing men 
and singing women ; whoreforo then 
should thy servant be yet a burden 
uuto my lord tbe king? 

36 Thy servant will go a little way 
over Jordan with the king; and why 
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ibonld the king recompense it me 
with such a reward 7 

37 Let thy servant, I pray theo, 
tnrn back again, that I may die in 
mine own city, and be buried by the 
grave of my father and of my mo¬ 
ther. But behold thy servant Chim- 
ham ; let him go over with my lord 
the king; and do to him what shall 
teem good unto thee. 

38 And the king answered, Chiin- 
ham shall go over with me, and I 
will do to him that which shall seem 
good unto thee; and whatsoever 
tnou shalt require of me, that will I 
do for thee. 

39 And all the people went over 
Jordan. And when the king was 
oome over, the king kissed Barzillai, 
and blessed him; and he returned 
nnto his own plaoe. 

40 Then the king went on to Gilgal, 
and Chimham went on with him; 
and all the people of Judah oon- 
duoted the king, and also half the 
peoplo of Israel. 

41 And, behold, all the men of Is¬ 
rael oame to the king, and said unto 
the king, Why have our brethren the 
men of Judah stolen thoe away, and 
have brought the king, and his house¬ 
hold, and all David's men with him, 
over Jordan ? 

42 And all the men of Judah an¬ 
swered the men of Israel, Because 
the king is near of kin to us ; whoro- 
fore then be ye angry for this matter ? 
have we eaten at all of the king’s 
cost ? or hath he given us any 
gift? 

43 And the men of Israel answered 
tbe men of Judah, and said. We have 
ten parts in the king, and we havo 
also more right in David than yo; 
why then did ye desniso us, that our 
advice should not be first had in 
bringing back our king? And tho 
words of the men of Judah woro 
fleroor than the words of the men of 
Israel. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Sheba'i trditim—A masa tfain—Joab pur - 
truelh Sfitba—A wise woman suveih the city. 
ND thero hiu>poned to bo thoro 
a wan of Belial, whoso namo 
was Sbcba, tho son of llickri, a Bon- 
jamito ; and ho blow a trumpet, and 
said, We have no part iu David, 
noither have we inheritance in the 
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son of Jesse ; every man to his tents, 
0 Israel. 

2 So every man of Israel went up 
from after David, and followed Sheba 
the son of Bichri; but the men of 
Judah clave unto their king, from 
Jordan even to Jerusalem. 

3 And David oame to his house at 
Jorusalem; and the king took the 
ten women his concubines, whom he 
had left to keep tho house, and put 
them in ward, and fed them, but went 
not in unto them. So they were shut 
up unto the day of their death, living 
in widowhood. 

4 Then said the king to Amasa, 
Assemble me the men of Judah within 
three days, and be thou horo present. 

5 So Amasa went to assemble the 
men of Judah; but he tarried longer 
than the set time whioh he had ap¬ 
pointed him. 

0 And David said to Abishai, Now 
shall Sheba the son of Biohri do os 
more harm than did Absalom; take 
thou thy lord's servants, and pursue 
alter him, lest he get him fenoed 
cities, and escape us. 

7 And thoro went out after him 
Joab's men, and tho Cherethites, and 
the Pelethites, and all the mighty 
men ; and they went out of Jerusa¬ 
lem, to pursue after Sheba the son of 
Biohri. 

S When they were at the great 
alono which is in Giboon, Amasa 
went before them. And Joab's gar¬ 
ment that he bad put on was girded 
unto him, and upon it a girdle with 
a sword fastened upon his loins in 
tho sheath thereof; and as be went 
forth it fell out. 

9 Aud Joab said to Amasa, Art 
thou in health, my brothor? And 
Joab took Amasa by the beard with 
the right hand to kiss him. 

10 But Amasa took no hoed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand; so 
ho smoto him therewith in the fifth 
rib, and shod out his bowels to tho 
ground, and struck him not again; 
and ho died. So Joab and Abishai 
his brother pursued after Sheba the 
son of Bichri. 

11 And one of Joab's men stood 
by him, and said, He that fuvouroth 
Joab, and he that is for David, lot 
him go aftor Joab. 

12 And Amasa wallowed in blood 
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in the mid at of the highway. And 
when the man flaw that all the peo¬ 
ple stood still, he removed Amasa 
oat of the highway into the field, and 
caBt a oloth upon him, when he saw 
that evory one that came by him 
stood still. 

13 When he was removed oat of 
the highway, all the people went on 
after Joab, to pursue after Sheba the 
son of Bichri. 

14 And he went through all the 
tribeB of Israel onto Abel, and to 
Beth-maachah, and all the Berites ; 
and they were gathered together, and 
went also after him. 

15 And they came and besieged 
him in Abel of Beth-maachah, and 
they cast op a bank against the city, 
and it stood in the trench; and all 
the people that were with Joab bat¬ 
tered the wall, to throw it down. 

16 Then cried a wise woman ont of 
the city, Hear, hear; say, I pray 
yon, nnto Joab, Come near hither, 
that I may speak with thee. 

17 And when he was come near 
onto her, the woman said, Art thou 
Joab 7 And he answered, I am ho. 
Then she said unto him, Hear the 
wordB of thine hand-maid. And he 
answered, I do hear. 

18 Then she spake, saying, They 
were wont to speak in old time, say¬ 
ing, They shall surely ask counsel at 
Abel; and so they ended the matter. 

10 I am one of them that are peace¬ 
able and faithful in Israel; thou seek- 
est to destroy a oity and a mother in 
Israel; why wilt thou swallow up the 
inheritance of the Lord? 

20 And Joab answered and said, 
Far be it, far be it from mo, that I 
should swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter is not so; but a man 
of mount Ephraim, Sheba the son of 
Bichri by name, hath lifted up his 
hand against the king, even against 
David; deliver him only, and I will 
depart from the oity. And the wo¬ 
man said unto Joab, Behold, his head 
shall he thrown to thee over the 
wall. 

22 Then the woman went unto all 
the people in her wisdom ; and they 
oat off the head of Sheba the son of 
Bichri, and oast it out to Joab. And 
he blew a trumpet, and they retired 
from the oity, every man to his tent. 


And Joab returned to Jerusalem onto 
the king. 

23 Now Joab was over all the host 
of Israel; and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada was over the Cherethites 
and over the Pelethites; 

24 And Adoram was over the tri¬ 
bute ; and Jehoshapbat the son of 
Ahilud was recorder; 

25 And Sheva was scribe; and Za- 
dok and Abiathar were the priests ; 

26 And Ira also the Jairite waB a 
chief ruler about David. 

CHAPTER XXL 

Three year? famine—David burieth the 
bonet of Saul and Jonathan— Four battle i 
against the Philistines. 

HEN there was a famine in the 
days of David three years, year 
after year; and David inquired of 
the Lord. And the Lord answered, It 
is for Saul, and for his bloody house, 
because he slew the Qibeonites. 

2 And the king called the Gibeon- 
ites, and said unto them; (now the 
Qibeonites were not of the children 
of Israel, but of the remnant of the 
Amorites ; and the children of Israel 
had sworn unto them; and Sanl 
sought to slay them in his zeal to the 
children of Israel and Jndah ;) 

3 Wherefore David said unto the 
Qibeonites, What shall I do for you 7 
and wherewith shall I make the 
atonement, that ye may bless the in¬ 
heritance of the Lord? 

4 And the Qibeonites said unto 
him. We will have no silver nor gold 
of Saul, nor of his house; neither 
for us shalt thou kill aDy man in 
Israel. And he said, What ye shall 
say, that will I do for you. 

5 And they answered the king, The 
mau that consumed us, Rnd that de¬ 
vised ngAinst us that we should be 
destroyed from remaining in any of 
the coasts of Israel, 

6 Let seven men of his sons be de¬ 
livered unto us, and we will hang 
them up unto the Lord in Gibeah of 
Saul, whom the Lord did choose. 
And the king said, I will give them. 

7 But the king spared Mephiho- 
sheth, the son of Jonathan the son 
of Saul, because of the Lord’s oath 
that was between them, botween 
David and Jonathan the son of 
Saul. 

8 But the king took the two sons of 
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Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, whom 
she hare unto Baal, Armoni and Mo- 
phibosheth; and the five sons of 
Miohal the daughter of Sual, whom 
she broaght up for Adriel the eon of 
Baraillai the Meholathite; 

9 And he delivered them into the 
hands of the Gibeonites, and they 
hanged them in the hill before the 
Lord; and they fell all seven together, 
and were put to death in the days of 
harvest, in the first days, in the be¬ 
ginning of barley harvest. 

10 And Rizpah the daughter of 
Aiah took Backcloth, and spread it 
for her upon the rook, from the be¬ 
ginning of harvest until water drop¬ 
ped upon them out of heaven, and 
suffered neither the birds of the air 
to rest on them by day, npr the beasts 
of the field by night. 

11 And it was told David what Riz¬ 
pah the daughter of Aiah, the oon- 
oubine of Saul, had done. 

12 And David went and took the 
bones of Saul and the hones of Jona¬ 
than his son from the men of Ja- 
besh-giload, which had Btolen them 
from the street of Beth-shan, whore 
the Philistines had hanged them, 
when the Philistinos had slain Saul 
in Gilboa; 

13 And he brought up from thonoe 
the boneB of Saul and the bones of 
Jonathan his son; and they gathered 
tho bones of them that wore hanged. 

14 And the bones of Saul and Jona¬ 
than bis son buried they in the coun¬ 
try of Benjamin in Zelah, in the 
sepulchre of Kish his father; and 
they performed all that the king com¬ 
manded. And after that God was 
entreated for the land. 

15 Moreover tho Philistinos had yet 
war again with Israel; and David 
went down, and his servants with 
him, and fought against the Philis¬ 
tines ; and David waxed faint. 

10 And Ishbi-benob, which was of 
tho Bons of the giant, tho weight of 
whose spear weighed three hundrod 
shekels of brass in weight, he being 
girded with a new sword, thought to 
have slain David. 

17 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
succoured him, and smote the Philis¬ 
tine, and killed him. Then tho mon 
of David swaro unto him, saying, 
Thou Bliult go no more out with us 


to battle, that thou quenoh not the 
light of Israel. 

18 And it oame to pass after this, 
that there was again a battle with the 
Philistines at Gob; then Sibbeohai 
the Hushathite slew Saph, which was 
of the sons of the giant. 

19 And there was again a battle 
in Gob with the Philistines, whore 
Elhanao the eon of Jaare-oregim, 
a Beth-lehomite, slew the brother of 
Goliath the Gittite, the staff of whose 
spear was like a weaver's beam. 

20 And there was yet a battle in 
Gath, where waB a man of great sta¬ 
ture, that had on every hand six 
fingers, and on every foot six toes, 
four and twenty in number; and he 
also was born to the giant. 

21 And when he defied Israel, Jona¬ 
than the son of Shimeah the brother 
of David slew him. 

22 These four were horn to the 
giant in Gath, and fell by the hand 
of David, and by the hand of his 
servants. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

A pnalrn cf thanksgiving. 

ND David spake unto the Lord 
the words of this song, in the 
day that the Lord had delivered him 
out of the hand of all his enemies, 
and ouv >f the hand of Saul; 

2 And . ^ said, The Lord is my rock, 
and my fortress, and my deliverer; 

3 The God of my rook; in him will 
1 trust; he is my shield, and the horn 
of my salvation, my high tower, and 
my refuge, my saviour; thou eavest 
me from violence. 

4 I will call on the Lord, who is 
worthy to bo praised; so shall I be 
saved from mine enemies. 

6 When the waves of death com¬ 
passed me, the floods of ungodly men 
made mo afraid; 

6 Tho sorrows of hell compassed 
me about; the snare9 of death pre¬ 
vented me. 

7 In my distress I called upon the 
Lord, and cried to my God; and he 
did hear my voioe out of his temple, 
and my cry did enter into his enrs. 

8 Thon tho earth shook and trem¬ 
bled ; the foundations of heaven 
moved and shook, because ho was 
wroth. 

9 There went up a smoke out of 
his nostrils, and fire out of his mouth 
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devoured ; t^als were kind\ed by it. 

10 He bowed the heavens also, and 
came down ; and darknesB was under 
his feet. 

11 And he rode upon a cherub, and 
did fly; and he was seen upon the 
wings of the wind 

12 And he made darkness pavilions 
round about him, dark waters, and 
thiok clouds of the skies. 

13 Through the brightness before 
him were coais of fire kindled. 

14 The Lord thundered from hea¬ 
ven, and the Most High uttered his 
voice. 

15 And he sent out arrows, and 
scattered them; lightning, and dis¬ 
comfited thorn. 

16 And the ohannels of the sea ap¬ 
peared, the foundations of tho world 
were discovered, at the rebuking of 
the Lord, at the blast of the breath 
of his nostrils. 

17 He sent from above, he took me; 
he drew mo out of many waters ; 

18 He delivered me from my strong 
enemy, and from them that hated 
me ; for they wore too strong for me. 

19 They prevented me in the day 
of my calamity ; but the Lord was 
my stay. 

20 He brought me forth also into 
a large place; he dolive* d me, be¬ 
cause he delighted in ni' 

21 The Lord rewarded mo accord¬ 
ing to my righleouBness; according 
to the cleanness of my hands hath he 
recompensed me. 

22 For 1 have kopt the ways of the 
Lord, and have not wickedly depart¬ 
ed from my Qod. 

23 For all his judgments were be¬ 
fore me ; and as for his statutes, I did 
not depart from them. 

24 I was also upright beforo him, 
and have kept myself from mine ini¬ 
quity. 

25 Thorcfore the Lord hath recom¬ 
pensed uio according to my right¬ 
eousness; according to oiy cleanness 
in his eyesight. 

26 With the meroiful thou wilt 
show thyself merciful, and with the 
upright man thou wilt show thysolf 
upright. 

27 With the pure thou wilt show 
thyself pure; and with the froward 
thou wilt show thyself unsavoury. 

26 And the afflicted pooplo thou 


wilt save; but thino eyes are upon 
the haughty, that thou mayest bring 
them down. 

29 For thou art my lamp, 0 Lord; 
and the Lord will lighten my dark¬ 
ness. 

30 For by thee I have run through 
a troop; by my Qod have I leaped 
over a wall. 

31 As for Qod, his way is perfeot; 
tho word of the Lord is tried; he is 
a buckler to all them that trust in 
him. 

32 For who is Qod, save the Lord ? 
and who is a rock, save our Qod? 

33 Qod is my strength and power; 
and he maketh my way perfect. 

34 He maketh my feet like hinds’ 
feet; and settetb me upon my high 
plaoes. 

35 He Icachelh my hands to war; 
so that a bow of steel is broken by 
mine arms. 

36 Thou hast also given me the 
shield of thy salvation ; and thy gen¬ 
tleness hath made me great. 

37 Thou hast enlarged my steps un¬ 
der me; so that my feet did not 
slip. 

38 1 have pursued mine enemies, 
and destroyed them ; and turned not 
again until I had consumed them. 

39 And I have consumed them, 
and wounded them, that they could 
not arise; yea, they are fallen under 
my feet. 

40 For thou hast girded mo with 
strength to battle; them that rose up 
against me hast thou subdued under 
me. 

41 Thou hast also given me the 
necks of mine enemies, that 1 might 
destroy them that hate tuc. 

42 They looked, but there was none 
to save ; even uuto the Lord, but ho 
answered them not. 

43 Then did I beat them as small 
as the dust of tho enrth ; I did stamp 
them as the mire of the street, and 
did sproad them abroad. 

44 Thou also hast delivered me 
from the strivings of my people, thou 
hast kept me to be head of tho hea¬ 
then ; a people which 1 knew not 
shall serve me. 

45 Strungers shall submit thorn- 
selves unto me; us soon as they 
hear, thoy shall be obedient untc 
me. 
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40 Strangers shall fade away, and 
they shall be afraid ont of their oIobo 
places. 

47 The Lord liveth; and blessed be 
iny rook; and exalted be the God of 
the rook of my salvation. 

48 It is God that avengeth me, 
and that bringeth down the people 
unto me, 

40 And that bringeth me forth from 
mine enemies; thon also bast lifted 
me up on high above them that rose 
op against me; thou hast delivered 
me from the violent man. 

50 Therefore I will give thanks unto 
thee, 0 Lord, among the heathen, 
and I will sing praises onto thy 
name. 

51 He is the tower of salvation for 
his king; and showeth mercy to his 
anointed, unto David, and to his seed 
for evermore. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

David't faith in Gad* promise* — David’s 
mighty men. 

OW these be the last words of 
David. David the son of Jesse 
said, and tho man who was raised 
up on high, the anointed of the God 
of Jacob, and the Bweet psalmist of 
Israel, said, 

2 Tho Spirit of the Lord spake by 
me, and his word was in my tonguo. 

3 The God of Israel said, the Rock 
of Israel spake to me, lie that rulcth 
over men must bo just, ruling in the 
fear of God. 

4 And he shall be as tho light of 
the morning, whon the sun riselh, 
even a morning without clouds; as 
the tender grass springing out of the 
earth by clear shining aftor rain. 

5 Although my house be not so with 
God; yet he hath made with mo an 
everlasting covenant, ordered in all 
things, and sure; lor this is all my 
salvation, and all my desire, although 
be make it not to grow. 

6 Hut the sons of Dolial shall bo all 
ol them as thorns thrust away, be¬ 
cause they cannot be taken with 
hands; 

7 Hut the man that shall touch 
them must be fonoed with iron and 
the staff of a spear; and thoy shall 
be utterly burned with Ore in the 
same placo. 

8 These bo tho names of the mighty 
men whom David had; ThoTachmon- 
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ite that sat in the seat, ohief among 
the captains; the same was Adino the 
Eznite; he lifted up his spear against 
eight hundred, whom he slew at one 
time. 

9 And after him was Eleazar the 
son of Dodo the Ahohite, one of the 
three mighty men with David, when 
they defied the Philistines that were 
there gathered together to battle, and 
the men of Israel were gone away. 

10 He arose, and smote the Philis¬ 
tines until his hand was weary, and 
his hand clave unto the sword; and 
the Lord wrought a great victory 
that day ; and the people returned 
after him only to spoil. 

11 And after him wae Shammah the 
son of Agoe the Hararite. And the 
Philistines were gathered together 
into a troop, where was a piece of 
ground full of lentiles; and the people 
fled from the Philistines. 

12 But ho stood in the midst of the 
ground, and defended it, and slow 
the Philistines ; and the Lord wrought 
a groat victory. 

13 And three of the thirty ohief 
went down, and came to David in the 
harvest-time unto tho oave of Adul- 
lam ; and tho troop of the Philistines 
pitched in the valley of Rephaim. 

14 And David was then in a hold, 
and the garrison of the Philistines 
was then in Beth-lchcm. 

15 And David longed, and said, Oh 
that one would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Both-Ichcm, which 
is by tho gate ! 

1C And the three mighty men brake 
through the host of the Philistines, 
and drew water out of the well of 
Hoth-lchcm, that was by the gate, 
and look it, and brought it to David; 
nevertheless he would not drink 
therof, but poured it out unto the 
Lord. 

17 And ho said, Be it far from me, 
0 Lord, that 1 should do this; is not 
this llio blood of the men that went 
in jeopardy of their lives? therefore 
he would not drink it. Thcso things 
did these three mighty men. 

1S And Abishai, the brother of 
Jouh, the son of Zoruiah, was chief 
among three. And ho lifted up hil 
spear against three hundred, and 
bIow them, and had the name among 
three 
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19 Wa8 he not moat honoarable of 
three? therefore he was their cap¬ 
tain ; howbeit he attained not unto 
the first three. 

20 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
the son of a valiant man, of Kabzeel, 
who had done many acts, he slew two 
lion-like men of Moab; he went down 
also and slew a lion in the midst of a 
pit in time of snow. 

21 And he slew an Egyptian, a 
goodly man; and the Egyptian had 
a spear in his hand; but he went 
down to him with a staff, and plucked 
the spear out of the Egyptian’s hand, 
and slew him with his own spear. 

22 These things did Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada, and had the name 
among three mighty men. 

23 He was more honourable than 
the thirty, but he attained not to the 
first three. And David set him over 
his guard. 

24 Asahel the brother of Joab was 
one of the thirty; Elhanan the son of 
Dodo of Beth-lehem, 

25 Shammah the Harodite, Elika 
the Harodite, 

26 Helez the Paltite, Ira the son of 
Ikkesh the Tekoite, 

27 Abiezcr the Anethothite, Mebun- 
uai the Hushathite, 

26 Zalmon the Ahohite, Maharai the 
Ne top hath ite, 

29 Heleb the son of Baanah, a Ne- 
tophathite, Ittai the son of Ribai out 
of Qibeah of the children of Benja¬ 
min, 

30 Benaiah the Pirathonite, Hiddai 
of the brooks of Gaash, 

31 Abi-albon tbe Arbathite, Azma- 
veth the Barhumite, 

32 Eliahba the Shaalbonite, of the 
sons of Jashen, Jonathan, 

33 Shammah the Har&rite, Ahiam 
the son of Sharar the Hararite, 

34 Elipbelet the son of Ahasbai, the 
son of the Maachathite, Eliam the 
son of Ahithophcl the Qilonite, 

35 Hczrai the Carmelite, Paarai the 
Arbite, 

36 Igal the son of Nathan of Zobah, 
Bani the Gadite, 

37 Zelek the Ammonite, Nahari the 
Bcerothite, armour-bearer to Joab the 
son of Zeruiah, 

38 Ira an Ithrite, Gareb an Ithrite, 

39 Uriah the Hittite; thirty and 
•even in all. 


CHAPTER XXIV. 

David, templed by Solan, numbereth the peo¬ 
ple—David chooseth the three dayi pesti¬ 
lence—David by repentance preemteth the 

destruction of Jerusalem. 

ND again the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Israel, and 
he moved David against them to say. 
Go, number Israel and Judah. 

2 For the king said to Joab the 
captain of the host, which was with 
bim, Go now through all the tribes 
of Israel, from Dan even to Beer- 
sheba, and number ye the people, 
that I may know the number of the 
people. 

3 And Joab Baid unto the king, 
Now tbe Lord thy God add unto 
the people, how many soever they 
be, a hundred-fold, and that the eyes 
of my lord the king may see it; but 
why doth my lord the king delight in 
this thing ? 

4 Notwithstanding the king’s word 
prevailed against Joab, and against 
the captains of the host. And Joab 
and the captains of the host went out 
from the presence of the king, to num¬ 
ber the people of Israel. 

5 And they passed over Jordan, and 
pitched in Aroer, on the right side of 
the city that lieth in the midst of the 
river of Gad, and toward Jazer; 

6 Then they came to Gilead, and 
to the land of Tahtim-hodshi; and 
they came to Dan-jaan, and about to 
Zidon, 

7 And came to the strong hold of 
Tyre, and to all the cities of the Hiv- 
ites, and of the Canaanites; and they 
went out to the south of Judah, even 
to Bcer-sheba. 

8 So when they had gone through 
all the land, they came to Jerusalem 
at the end of nine months and twenty 
days. 

9 And Joab gave up the sum of the 
number of the people unto the king; 
and there were in Israel eight hun¬ 
dred thousand valiant men that drew 
the sword; and the men of Judah 
were five hundred thousand men. 

10 And David’s heart smote him 
after that he had numbered the peo- 

le. And David said unto the Lord, 
have sinned greatly in that I have 
done; and now, I beseech thee, 0 
Lord, take away the iniquity of thy 
servant; for I have done very fool¬ 
ishly. 
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I 1 For when David was up in the 
morning, the word of the Lord came 
unto the prophet Gad, David’s soor, 
saying, 

12 Go and say onto David, Thus 
saith the Lord, I offer thee three 
things; choose thee one of thorn, that 
I may do it onto thee. 

13 So Gad oame to David, and told 
iiirn, and said unto him, Shall seven 
years of famine oome onto thee in 
thy land ? or wilt thou flee three 
months hefore thine enemies, while 
they pursue thee ? or that there be 
three days’ pestilenoo in thy land? 
now advise, and see what answer I 
shall return to him that sent me. 

14 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait; lot us fall now into 
the hand of the Lord; for his mercies 
are groat; and let me not fall into 
the hand of mac. 

15 So tho Lord sent a pestilenoo 
upon Israel from tho morning even 
to the time appointed; and there 
died of the people from Dan even to 
Deer-shoba seventy thousand mon. 

16 And when the angel stretched 
out his hand upon Jerusalem to de¬ 
stroy it, tho Lord said unto him. Stay 
now thino hand, it is enough ; for the 
poople repented, and the Lord Btayed 
tho hand of tho angel, that he de¬ 
stroyed not the people. And the 
angel of tho Lord waB by the threBh- 
ing-floor of Araunah, the JebuBite. 

17 And David Bpake unto the Lord 
when he saw the angel that smote 
tho peoplo, and said, Lo, I have 
sinned, for I have done wickedly; 
but these shoep, what have they 
dono ? let thine hand, I pray thoe, be 
against mo, and against my father’s 
house. 
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18 And Gad*oame that day to Da- 
vid, and said unto him, Go up, rear 
an altar unto the Lord in the thresh¬ 
ing-floor of Araunah the Jebnsite. 

19 And David, according to the 
saying of Gad, wont up as the Lord 
commanded. 

20 And Araunah looked, and saw 
the king and his servants ooming on 
toward him ; and Araunah went out, 
and bowed himself before the king 
on hie face upon the ground. 

21 And Araunah said, Wherefore 
is my Lord the king come to his 
servant? And David said, To buy 
tho threshing-floor of thee, to build 
an altar nnto the Lord, that the 
plague may be stayed from the peo¬ 
ple. 

22 And Araunah said unto David, 
Lot my lord the king take and offer 
up what eeemoth good nnto him; 
behold, here be oxen for burnt sac¬ 
rifice, and threshing instruments and 
other instruments of the oxen for 
wood. 

23 All theso things did Araunah, 
as a king, give nnto the king. And 
Araunah said unto the king, The 
Lord thy God acoept thee. 

24 And the king said unto Araunah, 
Nay; but I will surely buy it of thee 
at a price ; neither will I offer burnt 
offerings unto the Lord my God of 
that whioh doth cost me nothing. 
So David bought tho threshing-floor 
and the oxen for fifty shekels of 
silver. 

26 And David built there an altar 
unto tbo Lord, and offered burnt 
offerings and peaco offerings. So 
the Lord was entreated for the land, 
and the plague was stayed from Is¬ 
rael. 


THE FIRST BOOK OF THE KINGS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Acbmyah usurpeth the kingdom—The coun¬ 
sel of Nailian—Solomon anointed king — 
A donijah, flying la the home of the altar , 
vi difmuied by Solomon. 

OW king David was old und 
stricken in years; and they 
covorcd him with olothes, but he gat 
no heat. 

2 Wherefore his servants said unto 
him, Let there be Bought for my lord 


the king a young virgin ; and let her 
stand before the king, and let her 
chorish him, and lot her lie in thy 
bosom, that my lord the king may 
got heat. 

3 So they sought for a fair damsel 
throughout all the ooasts of Israel, 
and found Abishag a Shun am mite, 
and brought her to the king. 

4 And the damBel was very fair. 
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and cherished the king,.and minister¬ 
ed to him ; hut the king knew her not. 

6 Then Adonijah the Bon of Haggith 
exalted himself, saying, I will be 
king ; and he prepared him chariots 
and horBemen, and fifty men to ran 
before him. 

0 And his father had not displeased 
him at any time in Baying, Why hast 
thou done bo ? and he also was a very 
goodly man; and his mother bare him 
after Absalom. 

7 And he conferred with Joab the 
son of Zeruiah, and with Ahiathar 
the priest; and they following Ado- 
nijan helped him. 

8 Bnt Zadok the priest, and Benaiah 
the bod of Jehoiada, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Shimei, and Rei, and 
the mighty men which belonged to 
David, were not with Adonijah. 

9 And Adonijah slew sheep and 
oxen and fat oattle by the Btone of 
Zoheloth, which is by En-rogel, and 
called all his brethren the king's 
sons, and all the men of Judah the 
king's servants; 

10 But Nathan the prophet, and 
Benaiah, and the mighty men, and 
Solomon his hrother, he called not. 

11 Wherefore Nathan spake unto 
Bath-sheba the mother of Solomon, 
saying, Hast thou not heard that 
Adonijah the son of Haggith doth 
reign, and David our lord hnoweth 
it not ? 

12 Now therefore oome, let me, I 
pray thee, give theo counsel, that 
thou mayest save thine own life, and 
the life of thy son Solomon. 

13 Go and get thee in unto king 
David, and say unto him, Didst Dot 
thou, my lord, 0 king, swear unto 
thine hand-maid, saying, Assuredly 
Solomon thy son shall reign after 
me, and he shall sit upon my throne? 
why then doth Adooijah reign? 

14 Behold, while thou yet talkest 
there with Lhe king, I also will oomo 
in after thee, and oonfirm thy words. 

15 And Bath-sheba went in nnto 
the king into the ohambor; and the 
king was very old; and Abishag 
the Shunammite ministered unto the 
king. 

16 And Bath-sheba bowed, and did 
obeisanoe unto the king. And tho 
king said, What wouldost thou ? 

17 And she said unto him, My lord, 


thou sworeal by the Lord thy God 
unto thine hand-maid, saying, As¬ 
suredly Solomon thy son shall reign 
after me, and he shall sit upon my 
throne. 

18 And now, behold, Adonijah 
reigneth ; and now, my lord the king, 
thou knowest it not; 

19 And he hath slain oxen and fat 
cattle and sheep in abundance, and 
hath called all the eons of the king, 
and Ahiathar the priest, and Joab 
the captain of the host; but Solomon 
thy servant hath he not called. 

20 And thou, my lord, 0 king, the 
eyes of all Israel are upon thee, that 
thou shouldest tell them who shatl sit 
on the throne of my lord the king 
after him. 

21 Otherwise it shall come to pass, 
when my lord the king shall sleep 
with his fathers, that I and my son 
Solomon shall be counted offenders. 

22 And, lo, while she yet talked with 
the king, Nathan the prophet also 
came in. 

23 And they told the king, saying, 
Behold Nathan the prophet. And 
when he was come in before the king, 
he bowed himself before the king 
with his face to the ground. 

24 And Nathan said, My lord, 0 
king, hast thou said, Adonijah shall 
reign after me, and he shall sit upon 
my throne ? 

25 For he is gone down this day, 
and hath slain oxen and fat cattle 
and sheep in abundance, and bath 
called all the kiug’s sons, and the 
captains of tho host, and Ahiathar 
tho priest; and, behold, they eat and 
drink before him, and say, God save 
king Adonijah. 

20 But me, even me thy servant, 
and Zadok the priest, and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and thy servant 
Solomon, hath he not called. 

27 Is this thing done by my lord 
the king, and thou hast not showed 
it unto thy servant, who should Bit 
on the throne of my lord tho king 
after him ? 

28 Then king David answered and 
said, Cull me Bath-sheba. And she 
came into the king's presence, and 
stood before tho king. 

29 And the king sware, and said, 
As the Lord liveth, that hath redeemed 
my soul out of all distress, 
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JO Even as 1 aware unto thee by 
tbo Lord God of Israel, saying, 
Assuredly Solomon Lhy son shall 
reign after me, and he shall sit upon 
my throne in my stead; even so will 
I certainly do this day. 

31 Then Bath-sheba bowed with 
her face to the earth, and did reve¬ 
rence to the king, and said, Let my 
turd king David live for ever. 

32 And king David said, Call me 
Zadok the priest, and Nathan the 

rophet, and Benaiah the son of 
ehoiada. And they came before the 
king. 

33 The king also said unto them, 
Take with you the servants of your 
lord, and oauso Solomon my son to 
ride upon mine own mule, and bring 
him down to Gihon; 

34 And let Zadok the priest and 
Nathan the prophet anoint him there 
king over Israel; and hlow ye with 
the trumpet, and say, God save king 
Solomon. 

35 Then ye shall oome ap after him, 
that he may oome and Bit upon my 
throne; for he shall be king in my 
stead; and I have appointed him to 
be ruler over Israel and over Judah. 

36 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
answered the king, and said, Amen; 
the Lord God of my lord the king say 
so too. 

37 As the Lord hath been with my 
lord the king, even so be he with 
Solomon, and make his throne greater 
than the throne of my lord king 
David. 

38 So Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiaaa, and the Cherethites, and 
the Pelothites, wont down, and caused 
Solomon to ride upon king David’s 
mule, and brought Dim to Gihon. 

39 And Zadok the priest took a 
horn of oil out of the tabernaole, and 
anoiDtod Solomon. And they blew 
tho trumpet; and all the people said, 
God savo king Solomon. 

40 And all tho people oamo up after 
him, and the peoplo piped with pipos, 
and rojoioed with groat joy, bo thot 
the oarth rent with the sound of 
them. 

41 And Adonijah and all the guests 
that woro with him heard it as they 
had made an end of eating. And 
when Joab heard the sound of the 


trumpet, he said, Wherefore is this 
noise of tho city being in an uproar? 

42 And while he yet spake, heboid, 
Jonathan the son of Abialhar the 

riest came; and Adonijah said unto 
im, Come in ; for thou art a valiaut 
man, and hringest good tidings. 

43 And Jonathan answered and said 
to Adonijah, Verily our lord king 
David hath made Solomon king. 

44 And tho king hath sent with 
him Zadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada, and the Cherethites, and 
the Pelethites, and they have caused 
him to ride upon the king’s mule; 

45 And Zadok the priest and Nathan 
the prophet have anointed him king 
in Gihon; and they are come up 
from thence rejoioing, so that the 
oity rang again. This is the noise 
that ye have heard. 

46 And also Solomon sitteth on the 
throne of the kingdom. 

47 And moreover the king's servants 
came to bless onr lord king David, 
Baying, God make the namo of 
Solomon better than thy name, and 
make bis throne greater than thy 
throne. And the king bowed him¬ 
self upon the bed. 

48 And also thus said the king, 
Blessed bo tho Lord God of Israel, 
which hath given one to sit on my 
throne this day, mine eyes even see¬ 
ing it. 

49 And all the guests that were 
with Adonijah were afraid, and rose 
up, and went every man his way. 

50 And Adonijah feared hecause of 
Solomon, and arose, and went, and 
oaughlhold on the horns of the altar. 

51 And it was told Solomon, saying, 
Behold, Adonijah feareth king Solo¬ 
mon ; for, lo, he hath caught hold on 
the horns of the altar, saying, Let 
king Solomon swear unto mo to-day 
that ho will not slay his servant with 
the sword. 

52 Aud Solomon said, (f he will 
show himself a worthy man, there 
shall not a hair of him fall to the 
eArth ; hut if wickedness shall be 
found in him, he shall die. 

53 So king Solomon sont, and they 
brought him down from the altar. 
And he came and bowed himself to 
king Solomon; and Solomon said 
nnto him, Go to thine house. 
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CHAPTER II. 

DavuTs charge to Solomon—David dielh — 
Solomon succeeddh—Abialhar deprived of 
the priesthood—Joab slain —Sumo pul to 
death. 

OW the days of David drew 
nigh that be should die; and be 
charged Solomon hie son, saying, 

2 I go the way of all the earth; he 
thou strong therefore, and show thy¬ 
self a man; 

3 And keep the charge of the Lord 
thy God, to walk in his ways, to keep 
his statutes, and hie commandments, 
and his judgments, and his testimo¬ 
nies, as it is written in the law of 
Moses, that thou mayest prosper in 
all that thou doest, and whitnerso- 
ever thou turnest thyself; 

4 That the Lord may continne his 
word which he spake concerning me, 
saying, If thy children take heed to 
their way, to walk before mo in truth 
with all their heart and with all their 
soul, there shall not fail thee (said he) 
a man on the throne of Israel. 

5 Moreover thou knowest also what 
Joab the son of Zeruiah did to me, 
and what he did to the two captains 
of the hosts of Israel, unto Abner the 
6on of Ner, and unto Amasa the son 
of Jether, whom he slew, and shed 
the blood of war in peace, and put 
the blood of war npon his girdle that 
waB abont his loins, and in his shoes 
that were on his feet. 

6 Do therefore according to thy 
wisdom, and let not his hoar head go 
down to the grave in peace. 

7 But show kindness unto the sons 
of Barzillai the Gileadite, and let 
them be of thoso that eat at thy table; 
for so they oame to me when I fled 
because of Absalom thy brother. 

8 And, behold, thou hast with thee 
Shimei the son of Gera, a Bcnjamite 
of Bahurim, which cursed me with 
a grievons curse in tho day when I 
went to Mahanaim; hut he came 
down to meet me at Jordan, and I 
aware to him by the Lord, saying, I will 
not put thee to death with the sword. 

9 Now therefore hold him not guilt¬ 
less ; for thou art a wise man, and 
knowest what thou oughtest to do 
unto him; but his hoar head bring 
thou down to tho grave with blood. 

10 So David slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the oity of David. 


11 And the days that David reign¬ 
ed over Israol were forty years; seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he in 
Jerusalem. 

12 Then sat Solomon upon tho throne 
of David his father; and his kingdom 
was established greatly. 

13 And Adonijah the son of Hag- 
gith came to Bath-sheba the mother 
of Solomon. And she said, Comest 
thou peaceably ? And he Baid, Peace¬ 
ably. 

14 He said moreover, I have Borne* 
what to say nnto thee. And she said, 
Say on. 

15 And he said, Thon knowest that 
the kingdom was mine, and that all 
Israel set their faces on me, that I 
should reign; howbeit the kingdom 
is turned abont, and is become my 
brother's; for it was his from the 
Lord. 

16 And now I ask one petition of 
thee, deny me not. And she said 
unto him. Say on. 

17 And he said, Speak, I pray thee, 
unto Solomon the king, (for he will 
not say thee nay,) that he give me 
Abishag the Shnnammite to wife. 

18 And Bath-shcba said, Well; I 
will speak for thee unto the king. 

19 Bath-sheba therefore wont unto 
king Solomon, to speak unto him for 
Adonijah. And the king rose up to 
meet her, and bowed himself unto 
her, and sat down on his throne, and 
caused a seat to bo set for the king's 
mother; and she sat on his right 
hand. 

20 Then she said, 1 desire ono small 
petition of thee ; I pray thee, say me 
not nay. And the king said unto 
her, Ask on, my mother; for I will 
not say thee nay. 

21 And she said, Let Abishag the 
Shunammite be given to Adonijah 
thy brother to wife. 

22 And king Solomon answered and 
6&id unto his mother, And why dost 
thou ask Abishag the Shunammite 
for Adonijah ? ask for him the king¬ 
dom also; for he is mino elder bro¬ 
ther ; evon for him, and for Abiathar 
the priest, and for Joab the 6on of 
Zeruiah. 

23 Then king Solomon sware by the 
Lord, saying, God do so to me, and 
more also, if Adonijah have not 
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spoken this word against his own 
life. 

24 Now therefore, as the Lord liv- 
eth, which hath established me, and 
■et me on the throne of David my 
father, and who hath made me a 
house, as he promised, Adonijah shall 
be put to death this day. 

2ft And king Solomon sent by the 
hand of Benaiah the son of Jehoiada; 
and he fell upon him that he died. 

26 And unto Abinthar the priest 
said the king, Got thoe to Anathoth, 
onto thine own fields; for thou art 
worthy of death ; but I will not at 
this time put thee to death, because 
thou barest the Ark of the Lord God 
before David my father, and because 
thou hast been afflicted in all where¬ 
in my father was afflicted. 

27 So Solomon thrust out Abiathar 
from being priost uuto tbc Lord ; that 
he might fulfil the word of the Lord, 
whioh he spake conoerning the house 
uf Eli in Sniloh. 

28 Then tidings came to Joab; for 
Joab had turned after Adonijah, 
though he turned not after Absalom. 
And Joab fled unto the tabernacle of 
the Lord, and caught hold on the 
horns of the altar. 

29 And it was told king Solomon 
that Joab was Acd unto the taberna¬ 
cle of the Lord ; and, behold, ho is 
by the altar. Thon Solomon sent 
Benaiah tho son of Jehoiada, saying, 
Go, fall upon him. 

30 And Benaiah oame to the taber¬ 
nacle of the Lord, and Baid unto him, 
Thus Baith the king, Como forth. 
And be said, Nay; but I will dio 
here. And Benaiah brought the king 
word again, saying, Thus said .Joab, 
and thus lie answorod mo. 

31 And the king said unto him, Do 
as be hath Baid, and fall upon him, 
and bury him ; that thou uiayesttakc 
away the innocent blood, whioh Joab 
shed, from mo, and from tho house 
of my father. 

32 And tho Lord shall return his 
blood upon his own head, who fell 
upon two men more righteous and 
better than he, and slow them with 
the sword, my father David not 
knowing theroof, to wit, Abner the 
son of Ner, captain of the hoBt of 
Israel, and Amasa the sod of Jether, 
erptain of the host of Judah. 


33 Their blood shall therefore re 
turn upon the head of Joab, and up 
on the head of his seed for ever; but 
upon David, and upon his seed, and 
upon his house, ana upon his throne, 
shall there be peace for ever from the 
Lord. 

34 So Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
went up, and fell upon him, and slew 
him; and he was buried in his own 
house in the wilderness. 

35 And the king put Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada in his room over the 
host; and Zadok tho priest did the 
king put in tho room of Abiathar. 

36 And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Build 
thee a house in Jerusalem, and dwell 
there, and go not forth thenoe any 
whithor. 

37 For it shall be, that on the day 
thou goest out, and passeat over the 
brook Kidron, thou shalt know for 
certain that thon shalt surely die; 
thy blood shall be upon thine own 
head. 

38 And Shimei said unto the king, 
The saying is good; as my lord the 
king hath said, so will thy servant 
do. And Shimei dwelt in Jerusalem 
many days. 

39 And it came to pass at the end 
of three years, that two of tho servants 
of Shimei ran away unto Achish son 
of Maachah king of Gath. And 
they told Shimei, saying, Behold, thy 
servants bo in Gath. 

40 And Shimei arose, and saddled 
his ass, nnd wont to Gath to Achish 
to seek his servants; and Shimei 
went, and brought his servants from 
Gath. 

41 And it was told Solomon that 
Shimei had gone from Jerusalem to 
Gath, and was come again. 

42 And the king sent and oallod for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Did I 
not make thee to swear by the Lord, 
and protested unto thee, saying, 
Know for a certain, on the day thon 
goest out, and walkest abroad any 
whitbor, that tbou shalt suroly die ? 
and thou soidst unto me, Tho word 
that I have heard is good. 

43 Why then bast thou not kept 
tho oath of tho Lord, and the com¬ 
mandment that I have charged thee 
with 7 

44 The king sa ; d moreover to Shi- 
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mei, Thou knowest all the wickedness 
whioh thine heart is privy to, that 
thou didst to David my father; there¬ 
fore the Lord shall return thy wick¬ 
edness upon thine own head ; 

46 And king Solomon shall he 
hlessed, and the throne of David shall 
he established before the Lord for 
ever. 

40 So the king commanded Benai- 
ah the Bon of Jehoiada; whioh went 
out, and fell upon him, that he died. 
And the kingdom was established in 
the hand of Solomon. 

CHAPTER in. 

Solomon marridh Pharaoh*s daughter—The 
Lord appeared to Salomon at GiLom — 
Solonum obtaineth wisdom , riches, and 
honour — Solomon's judgment between the 
two harlots. 

ND the Lord was not pleased 
with Solomon, for he made 
affinity with Pharaoh, king of Egypt, 
and took Pharaoh's daughter to wife, 
and hrought her into the house of 
David until he had made an end of 
huilding his own house, and the house 
of the Lord, and the wall of Jerusa¬ 
lem round about. And the Lord 
blessed Solomon for the people’s sake 
only. 

2 And the people sacrificed in high 
laces, because there was no house 
uilt unto the name of the Lord, 

until those days. 

3 And because the Lord blessed 
Solomon as he was walking in tbc 
statutes of David, his father, he began 
to love the Lord, and he sacrificed 
and burnt incense in high places, and 
he oalled on the name of the Lord. 

4 And tho king went to Gibeon to 
sacrifice thoro, for Gibeon was in a 
great high place; and Solomon offered 
upon that altar, in Gibeon, a thousand 
hurnt offerings. 

6 And the Lord God hearkened onto 
Solomon, and appeared unto him in 
a dream by night, and said. Ask 
what I shall give thee. 

6 And Solomon said. Thou bast 
showed unto thy servant David, my 
father, great things according to thy 
mercy, when he walked before thee 
in truth, and in righteousness, and in 
uprightness of heart with thee; and 
thou hast kept for him this great 
kindness, that thou hast given him a 
son to sit on his throne this day. 


7 And now, 0 Lord my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king, instead 
of David, my father, over thy people 

8 And I know not how to lead 
them, to go out, or come in before 
them, and thy servant am as a little 
child, in the midst of thy poople 
whom thou hast chosen, a great peo¬ 
ple that cannot be numbered, nor 
oounted for multitude. 

9 Give therefore thy servant an un¬ 
derstanding heart to judge thy peo¬ 
ple, that I may discern between good 
people and bad; for who is able to 
judge this thy bo great a people 7 

10 And the speech pleased the 
Lord, that Solomon had asked this 
thing. 

11 And God said onto him, Because 
thou hast asked this thing, and hast 
not asked for thyself long life; nei¬ 
ther hast asked riches for thyself, 
nor hast asked the life of thine ene¬ 
mies; but hast asked for thyself un¬ 
derstanding to discern judgment; 

12 Behold, I have done according 
to thy word; lo, I have given thee 
a wise and an understanding heart; 
so that there was none made king 
over Israel like unto thee before thee, 
□either after thee shall any arise liko 
unto thee. 

13 And I have also given thee that 
which thou hast not asked, both 
riches, and honour; so that there 
shall not be any among the kings 
like unto thee all thy days. 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my 
wftys to keep my statutes, and my 
commandments, then I will lengthen 
thy day9, and thou shalt not walk in 
unrighteousness, as did thy father 
David. 

15 And Solomon awoke; and, be¬ 
hold, it was a dream. And he camo 
to Jerusalem, and stood before the 
ark of tho covenant of the Lord, and 
offered up burnt offerings, and of¬ 
fered peaco offerings, and mado a 
feast to all his servants. 

16 Then came there two women, 
that were harlots, unto the king, and 
stood before him. 

17 And the one woman said, 0 my 
lord, I and this woman dwell in one 
house; and I was delivered of a 
child with her in the house. 

18 And it came to pass the third 
day after that I was delivered, that 
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this women was delivered also; and 
we were together; there waB do 
stranger with ua in the houBe, save 
we two in the houBe. 

19 And this woman's ohild died in 
the night,- because she overlaid (t. 

20 And she arose at midnight, and 
took my bod from beside me, while 
thine hand-maid slept, and laid it in 
ner bosom, and laid nor dead ohild in 
my bosom. 

21 And when I rose in tho morning 
to give my ohild suck, hehold, it was 
dead ; but when I had considered it 
in the morning, behold, it was not 
my son, whiob I did bear. 

22 And the other woman said, Nay; 
but the living is my son, and the 
dead is thy son. And this said, No; 
but the dead is thy Bon, and the liv¬ 
ing is my son. Thus they Bpake be¬ 
fore the king. 

23 Then said the king. The one 
saith, This is my bod that liveth, 
and thy son is the dead; and the 
>ther saith. Nay; but thy bod is the 
dead, and my son is the living. 

24 And tho king said, firing me a 
sword. And thoy brought a sword 
before the king. 

25 And the king said, Divide the 
living child in two, and give half to 
the one, and half to the other. 

20 Then spake the woman whose 
the living child was unto the king, 
fur her bowels yearned upon her 
son, and she said, 0 my lord, givo 
bur the living child, and in no wise 
slay it. But the other said, Let it bo 
neithor mine nor thine, but divide it* 

27 Thou the king answered and 
said, Give her the living ohild, and 
in no wise slay it; she is the mother 
Ihoreof. 

28 And all Israel hoard of the judg¬ 
ment which the king bad judged; and 
they feared the king; for they saw 
that the wisdom of God was in him 
In ilo judgment. 

U1IAPTKR IV. 
prosperity and wisdom. 

0 king Solomon was king ovor 
all forhol. 

2 And thoso wore the princes w Inch 
ho had; Azariah tho son of Zadok 
the priest, 

3 Elihorepk and Ahinb, the sons 
of Shisha, scribes; Jehoshaphat tho 
•on of Ahilud, the recorder. 
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4 And fienaiah the son of Jehoiada 
was over the host; and Zadok and 
Abiathar were the priests; 

5 And Azariah tne son of Nathan 
waB over the officers; and Zabud the 
son of Nathan was principal offioer, 
and the king’s frionu ; 

0 And Ahishar was over the house¬ 
hold ; and Adoniram tho son of Ahda 
was over the tribute. 

7 And Solomon had twelve officers 
over all Israel, which provided vic¬ 
tuals for the king and his household; 
each man his month in a year made 
provision. 

8 And these are their names; The 
son of liar, in mount Ephraim; 

9 The son of Dekar, in Makaz, 
and in Shaalbim, and fieth-shemesh, 
and Elon-both-hanan; 

10 The Bon of Ilesed, in Aruboth j 
to him pertained Sochoh, and all the 
land of Hepher; 

11 The eon of Akinadab, in all the 
region of Dor; which had Taphath 
the daughter of Solomon to wife; 

12 fiaana the son of Ahilud; to 
him pertained Taanach and Megid- 
do, and all Beth-shoan, which is 
by Zartanah hencath Jczreel, from 
fioth-Bhean to Abel-meholah, even 
unto the place that is beyond Jok- 
noam; 

13 The son of Geber, in Ramoth- 
gilcad; to him pertained the towns 
of Jair the son of Manassoh, whioh 
aro in Gilead; to him also pertained 
the region of Argob, which is in Ba- 
shan, thrcc-acoro great cities with 
walls and brazen bars ; 

14 Ahinudnb the son of Iddo had 
Mahanaim; 

15 Ahimanz was in Naphtali; he 
also took fiasinath the daughter of 
Solomon to wife; 

16 Baanah tho son of Ilushai was 
in Asher and in Aloth ; 

17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, 
in Issachar; 

18 Shimoi tho son of Elah, in Ben¬ 
jamin ; 

19 Gober tho son of Uri was in 
the country of Gilead, in the coun¬ 
try of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
and of Og king of Bashnn; and he 
was the only offioor whioh was in the 
land. 

20 Judah and Israel were many, as 
the sand which is by the sea in mu!- 
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titude, eating and drinking, and 
making merry. 

21 And Solomon reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river nnto the 
land of the Philistines, and unto the 
border of Egypt; they brought pre¬ 
sents, and served Solomon all the 
days of his life. 

22 And Solomon’B provision for 
one day was thirty measures of fine 
flour, and three-soore measures of 
meal, 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen 
out of the pastures, and a hundred 
sheep, besides harts, and roebucks, 
and fallow deer, and fatted fowl. 

24 For he had dominion over all 
the region on this side the river, from 
Tiphsah even to Azzah, over all the 
kingB on this side the river; and he 
had peace on all sides round about 
him. 

25 And Judah and Israel dwelt 
safely, every man under his vine and 
under his fig tree, from Dan even to 
Beer-shoba, all the days of Solomon. 

26 And Solomon had forty thousand 
stalls of horses for his chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen. 

27 And those officers provided vic¬ 
tuals for king Solomon, and for all 
that came unto king Solomon’s table, 
every man in his month ; they lacked 
nothing. 

28 Barley also and straw for the 
horses and dromedaries brought they 
unto the plaoe where the officers 
were, every man according to his 
charge. 

29 And God gave Solomon wisdom 
and understanding exoeeding muoh, 
and largeness of heart, even as the 
sand that is on tho sea-shore. 

30 And Solomon's wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the children of the 
east oountry, and all the wisdom of 
Egypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all men, 
than Ethan the Ezrahite, and He- 
man, and Chalcol, and Darda, the 
sons of Mahol; and his fame was in 
all nations round about. 

32 And he spake three thousand 
proverbs ; and his songs were a thou¬ 
sand and five. 

33 And he spake of trees, from tho 
cedar tree that is in Lobanon even 
unto the hyssop that springeth out 
of the wall; he spake also of beasts, 


and of fowl, and of oreepiog things, 
and of fishes, 

34 And there came of all people to 
hear the wisdom of Solomon, from 
all kings of the earth, which had 
heard of his wisdom. 

CHAPTER V. 

Hiram blearing Ood far Solomon, furrdehelh 

him uri'A timber far the templet—Ifie num¬ 
ber of Snlonum'i workmen. 

ND Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants unto Solomon; for be 
had heard that they had anointed 
him king in the room of his father; 
for Hiram was ever a lover of Da¬ 
vid. 

2 And Solomon sent to Hiram, say¬ 
ing, 

3 Thou knowest how that David 
my father oould not build a house 
unto the namo of the Lord his God, 
for the wars which were about him 
on every side, until the Lord put 
them under the sole9 of his feet. 

4 But now Lhe Lord my God hath 
given me rest on every Bide, so that 
there is neither adversary nor evil 
occurrent. 

5 And, hehold, I purpose to build 
a house unto the name of the Lord 
my God, as the Lord Bpake unto 
David my father, saying. Thy son, 
whom I will set upon thy throne iD 
thy room, he shall build a house unto 
my name. 

6 Now therefore command thou 
that they hew me cedar trees out 
of Lebanon ; and my servants shall 
be with thy servants; and unto thee 
will I give hire for thy servants 
according to all that thou shalt 
appoint; for thou kDowest that there 
is not among us any that can skill 
to hew timber like unto the Sido- 
nians. 

7 And it came to pass, when Hiram 
heard tho words of Solomon, that he 
rejoiced greatly, and said, Blessed bo 
the Lord this day, which hath given 
unto David a wise son over this great 
people. 

6 And Hiram sent to Solomon, 
saying, I havo considered the things 
whioh thou sentost to me for; and 1 
will do all thy desire ooncorning tim¬ 
ber of oedar, and concerning timber 
of fir. 

9 My servants shall bring them 
down from Lebanon nnto the sea; 




CHAPTER VI 


RD4. i will oonvey them by sea in 
fi.ats unto the place that thon shalt 
appoint me, ana will cause them to 
be discharged there, and thou shalt 
reoeive them ; and thou shalt accom¬ 
plish my desire, in giving food for 
my household. 

10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar 
trees and fir trees according to all his 
Jesire. 

11 And Solomon gave Hiram twen¬ 
ty thousand measures of wheat for 
food to his household, and twenty 
measures of pure oil; thus gavo Solo¬ 
mon to Hiram year by year. 

12 And the Lord gave Solomon 
wisdom, as he promised him; and 
there was peace between Hiram and 
Solomon; and they two made a 
league together' 

13 And king Solomon raised a levy 
ont of all Israel; and the levy was 
thirty thousand mcu. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, 
ten thousand a month by courses; a 
month they were in Lebanon, and 
two months at home; and Adoniram 
was over the levy. 

15 And Solomon had throo-soore 
and ten thousand that bare burdens, 
and four-score thousand howers in 
tho mountains; 

10 Besides the ohief of Solomon’s 
offioors whioh were over tho work, 
three thousand and three hundred, 
whioh ruled ovor the people that 
wrought in the work. 

17 And the king oommanded, and 
they brought great Btones, costly 
stones, and howed stones, to lay tho 
foundation of the house. 

18 And Solomon’s builders and 
Hiram’s builders did hew them, and 
the stono-squarers; so they prepared 
timber and stones to build the house. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The building of the temple — God’s promise 
unto il—The time of building it. 

NI) it came to pass in the four 
hundred and oigntietb year after 
the ohildron of Israol were come out 
of the land of Egypt, in the fourth 
year of Solomon’s roign ovor Israol, 
in the month of Zif, whioh is tho se¬ 
cond month, that he began to build 
tho houso of the Lord. 

2 And tho house whioh king Solo¬ 
mon hailt for the Lord, the longth 
thereof was three-score oubits, and the 


breadth thereof twenty oubits, 
tho height thereof thirty oubits. 

3 And the porch before the tem¬ 
ple of the house, twenty oubits was 
the length thereof, according to the 
breadth of the honse; and ten onbita 
was the breadth thereof before the 
honse. 

4 And for the honse he made win¬ 
dows of narrow lights. 

5 And against the wall of the 
honse he built chambers round about, 
against the walls of the house round 
about, both of the temple and of the 
oracle; and he made ohambers round 
about. 

6 The nethermost chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle was six 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad ; for without in the wall 
of the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beams should 
not be fastened in the walls of the 
house. 

7 And the house, when it was in 
building, was hnilt of stone made 
ready before it was brought thither; 
so that there was neither hammer 
nor axe nor any tool of iron heard in 
the houso, while it was in building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber 
was in the right side of the house; 
and they went up with winding stairs 
into the middle chamber, and out of 
th? middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finished 
it; and oovered the house with beams 
and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he hnilt ohambers 
against all the house, five cubits 
high; and they rested on the house 
with timber of codar. 

11 And the word of the Lord came 
to Solomon, saying, 

12 Concerning this house whioh 
thou art in building, if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and execute my 
judgmonts, and keep all my com¬ 
mandments to walk in them; then 
will I perform my word with thee, 
which I spake onto David thy father; 

13 And I will dwell among the 
children of Israel, and will not for¬ 
sake my people Israel. 

14 So Solomon built tho house, and 
finished it. 

15 And be built the walls of the 
hovso within with hoards of cedai, 
both tho door of the house, and tft* 
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walls of the ceiling; and be covered 
them on the inside with wood, and 
covered the floor of the bouse with 
planks of flr. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on 
the sides of the house, both the floor 
and the walls with boards of oodar; 
he even built them for it within, even 
for the oracle, even for the most holy 
plaoe. 

17 And the house, that is, the tem¬ 
ple before it, was forty cuhits long. 

18 And the cedar of the Iioubo with¬ 
in was carved with knops and open 
flowers; all was cedar; there was no 
stone seen. 

10 And the Oracle he prepared in 
the house within, to set tnere the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart 
was twenty cubit9 in length, and 
twenty oubils in breadth, and twenty 
cubits in the height thereof; and he 
overlaid it with pure gold; and so 
oovered the altar which was of 
cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold ; and ho made 
a partition by the chains of gold he- 
fore the oracle; and he overlaid it 
with gold. 

22 And the whole house he over¬ 
laid with gold, antil he had finished 
all the house; also the whole altar 
that was by the oracle he ovorlaid 
with gold. 

23 And within tho oracle he made 
two oherubim of olive tree, each ten 
onbits high. 

24 And five cubits was the one 
wing of the cherub, and five cnbits 
the other wing of the cherub; from 
the uttermost part of the one wing 
unto the uttermost part of the other 
were ten cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten 
oubita; both the cherubim were of 
one measure and one size. 

26 The height of the one oberub 
was ten cubits, and so was it of the 
other cherub. 

27 And he set the cherubim within 
the inner house; and they stretched 
forth the wings of the oherubim, so 
that the wing of the one touched tho 
one wall, and the wing of the other 
oherub touched the other wall; and 
their wings touched one another in 
the midst of the house. 


28 And he overlaid the cherubim 
with gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of 
the house round about with carved 
figures of cherubim and palm trees 
and open flowers, within and without. 

30 And the floor of the house he 
overlaid with gold, within and with¬ 
out. 

31 And for the entering of the ora- 
cle he made doors of olive tree; the 
lintel and side posts were a fifth part 
of tho wall. 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree; and he carved upon them ?orv- 
ings of cherubim and palm trees and 
open flowers, and overlaid them with 
gold, and spread gold upon the che¬ 
rubim, and upon the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door 
of the temple posts of olive tree, a 
fourth part of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of fir 
tree; the two leaves of the one door 
were folding, and the two leaves of 
the other door were folding. 

35 And he carved thereon cheruhim 
and palm trees and open flowers ; and 
covered them with gold fitted upon the 
carved work. 

36 And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed stone, and 
a row of cedar heams. 

37 In the fonrth year was the foun¬ 
dation of tho house of the Lord laid, 
in tho month Zif; 

39 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bui, which is the eighth month, 
was the house finished throughout all 
the parts thereof, and according to all 
the fashion of it. So was he seven 
years in building it. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Solomon's house—The house of Lebanon— 
The porch of judgment — The molten tea. 
UT Solomon was building his 
own hou^c thirteen years, and 
ho finished all his house. 

2 He built also the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length there¬ 
of was a hundred cubits, and the 
breadth thereof fifty cubits, and the 
height thereof thirty cuhits, upon 
four rows of cedar pillars, with cedar 
beams upon the pillars. 

3 And it was covered with cedar 
above upon tbo beams, that lay on 
forty-fivo pillars, fifteen in a row. 

4 And there were windows in three 
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rows, and light was against light in 
three ranks. 

6 And all tbo doors and posts were 
square, with the windows; and light 
was against light in three rauks. 

6 And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth thereof thirty cubits ; 
and the poroh was before them ; and 
the othor pillars and the thick beam 
were before them. 

7 Then ho made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even 
the porch of judgment; and it was 
oovered with cedar frorp one side of 
the floor to the other. 

8 And his house where ho dwelt 
had another court within the poroh, 
whioh was of the like work. Solo¬ 
mon made also a house for Pharaoh's 
daughter, whom he had taken to wife, 
like unto hin porch. 

9 All these were of costly Btones, 
according to the measure of hewed 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, oven from the foundation 
unto the coping, and so on the out¬ 
side toward the great court. 

10 And the foundation was of costly 
stones, evoD great stonos, stones of ten 
cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 

11 And above were costly stones, 
aftor the measures of hewed stones, 
and cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
was with three rows of hewed stonos, 
and a row of oedar beams, both for 
the Inner court of the house of tho 
Lord, and for the porch of the house. 

13 And king Solomon sent and 
fetched Hiram out of Tyre, 

14 He was a widow’s son of the 
tribo of NaphtDli, and his father was 
a man of Tyro, a worker in brass; 
and he was filled with wisdom, and 
understanding, and cunning to work 
all works in brasB. And he oame to 
king Solomon, and wrought all his 
work. 

16 For be oast two pillars of brass 
/f eighteen cubits high apieoe; and 
a line of twelve cubits did oompass 
either of them About. 

16 And he mado two ohapiters of 
molten brass, to sot upon the tops of 
the pillars; the height of the one 
ahapiter war fivo cubits, and the 
height of the other chapiter was fire 
cubits; 
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17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of ohain work, for the chapi¬ 
ters which were upon the top of tne 
pillars; seven for the one chapiter, 
and seven for the other chapiter. 

18 And he made the pillars, and 
two rows round about upon the one 
network, to cover the chapiters that 
were upon the top, with pomegra¬ 
nates ; and so did be for the other 
chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were 
upon the top of the pillars were of 
lily work in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the two 
pillars had pomegranates also above, 
over against the belly which was by 
the network; and the pomegranates 
woro two hundred in rows round 
about upon the other ohapiter. 

21 And he set up the pillars in 
tbo porch of tho temple; and he sei 
up the right pillar, and called the 
name thereof Jachin ; and he set up 
the left pillar, and called the name 
thereof Hoaz. 

22 And upon the top of the pillars 
was lily work; so was the work of 
the pillars finished. 

23 And he made a molten sea, ten 
oubits from tho one brim to the other; 
it was round all about, and his height 
was five cubits ; and a lino of thirty 
cubits did compass it round about. 

24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing 
it, ten in a oubit, compassing the sea 
round about; the knops were oast in 
two rows, when it was cast. 

25 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east; and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all 
their hinder parts were inward. 

26 And it was a hand-breadth thick, 
and the brim thereof was wrought 
like the brim of a oup, with flowers 
of lilies; it oontained two thousand 
baths. 

27 And he made ten bAses of brass: 
four oubits was the length of one 
hase, and four cubits the breadth 
thereof, and three oubits the height 
of it. 

28 And the work of the bases was 
on this manner; they had borders, and 
tho borders were between the ledges | 
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20 And on the borders that wore 
between the ledges were lions, oxen, 
and ohorobim; and upon the ledges 
there was a base above; and beneath 
the lions and oxen were certain addi¬ 
tions made of thin work. 

SO And every base had four brazen 
wheels, and plates of brass; and the 
four corners thereof had underset- 
ters; under the laver were nnderset- 
tere molten, at the side of every ad¬ 
dition. 

31 And the month of it within the 
chapiter and above was a cubit; but 
the mouth thereof was round after 
the work of the base, a cubit and a 
half; and also upon the mouth of it 
were gravings with their borders, 
four-square, not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and the axletrees of the 
wheels we/e joined to the base; and 
the height of a wheel was a cubit 
and half a cnbit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel; 
their axletrees, and their naves, and 
their felloes, and their spokes, were 
all molten. 

34 And there were four undersetters 
to the four corners of one base; and 
the undersetters were of the very base 
Itself. 

35 And in the top of the base was 
there a round compass of half a cubit 
high; and on the top of the base the 
ledges thereof and the borders thereof 
were of the same. 

35 For on the plates of the ledges 
thereof, and on tne borders thereof, 
he graved cherubim, lions, and palm 
trees, according to the proportion of 
every one, and additions round about. 

37 After this manner he made the 
ten bases; all of them had one cast¬ 
ing, one measure, and one Bite. 

38 Then made he ten lavers of 
braes; one laver contained forty 
baths; and every laver was fonr 
onbits; and upon every one of the 
ten bases one laver. 

30 And he put five basos on the 
right aide of the house, and five on 
the left side of the house; and he set 
the sea on the right side of the house 
eastward, over against the south. 

40 And Iliram made the lavors, and 
the shovels, and the basins. So Hi¬ 
ram made an end of doing all the 


work that he made king Solomon for 
the house of the Lord; 

41 The two pillars, and the two 
bowls of the chapiters that were on 
the top of the two pillars; and the 
two networks, to cover the two bowls 
of the chapiters which were upon the 
top of the pillars; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates 
for the two networks, even two towb 
of pomegranates for one network, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
that were upon the pillars: 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers 
on the base9 ; 

44 And one sea, and twelve oxen 
under the sea; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, 

and the basins; and all these vessels, 
which Hiram made to king Solomon 
for the bouse of the Lord, were of 
bright brass. , 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zarthan. 

47 -And Solomon left all the vessels 
unweighed, because they were exceed¬ 
ing many ; neither was the weight of 
the brass found out. 

48 And Solomon made all the ves¬ 
sels that pertained unto the house of 
the Lord; the altar of gold, and the 
table of gold, whereupon the show- 
bread was. 

49 And the candlesticks of pure 
gold, five on the right side, and five 
on the left, before the oraole, with 
the flowers, and the lamps, and the 
tongs of gold. 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, 
and the basins, and the spoons, and 
the censers of pure gold; and the 
hinges of gold, both for the doors of 
the innor house, tho most holy place, 
and for the doors of the house, to wit, 
of the temple. 

51 So was ended all the work that 
king Solomon made for the house of 
the Lord. And Solomon brought in 
tho things which David his father 
had dedicated; even the silver, and 
the gold, and the vessels, did he put 
among the treasures of the house of 
the Lord. 

chapter vnx 

Tfic dedication of the temple — Solomon'* 
blaring, prayer, and sacrifice, 
nEN Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, and all tho 
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heads of the tribes, the ohief of the 
fathers of tho children of Israel, unto 
king Solomon in Jerusalem, that 
they might bring op the ark of the 
ooron&nt of the Lord out of the oity 
of David, which is Zion. 

2 And all the men of Israel assem¬ 
bled themselves unto king Solomon 
at the feast in the month Ethanim, 
whioh is the seventh month. 

3 And all the elders of Israel oame, 
and the priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought np the ark of 
the Lord, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and all the holy ves¬ 
sels that were in the tabernacle, even 
those did the priests and the Levites 
bring up. 

5 And king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israol, that were 
assembled unto him, were with him 
before the ark, sacrificing sheep and 
oxen that could not be told nor num¬ 
bered for multitude. 

6 And tho priests brought in the 
ark of tho covenant of the Lord unto 
his place, into the oracle of the house, 
to the most holy place, even under the 
winga of tho oherubim. 

7 For the oherubim spread forlh 
their two wings over the place of the 
ark, and tho cherubim covered the 
ark and the staves theroof above. 

8 And they drew out the staves, 
that the ends of the staves wero seen 
out in tho holy plaoe beforo the 
oraolo, and they were not seen with¬ 
out; and there they are unto this 
day. 

0 There waB nothing in the ark save 
tho two tables of stone, which Moses 
pnt there at Horeb, when the Lord 
made a covenant with tho children of 
Israel, whon they oame out of the 
land of Egypt. 

10 And it oame to pass, when the 
priests were oome out of the holy 
place, that the cloud filled the house 
of the Lord, 

11 So that the priests could not 
stand to minister beoauso of the 
cloud; for the glory of the Lord had 
filled the house of the Lord. 

12 Thon spake Solomon, The Lord 
said that he would dwell in the thick 
darkness. 

18 I have suroly built thee a house 
to dwell in, a settled plaoe for thee to 
abide In for ever. 
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14 And the king turned his face 
about, and blessed all the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel; and all the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel Blood ; 

35 And he said, Blessed be the Lord 
Qod of Israel, which spake with his 
mouth unto David my father, and 
hath with his hand fulfilled it, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought 
forth my people Israel out of Egypt, 
I chose no city out of all the tribes 
of Israel to build a house, that my 
name might be therein; but I chose 
David to be over my people Israel. 

17 And it waB in the heart of David 
my father to build a house for the 
name of the Lord God of Israel. 

19 And the Lord said unto David 
my father, Whereas it was in thine 
heart to build a house unto my name, 
thou didst well that it was in thine 
heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son that shall 
come forth out of thy loins, he shall 
build the house unto my name. 

20 And the Lord hath performed 
his word that he spake, and I am 
risen np in the room of David my 
father, and sit on the throne of Israel, 
as the Lord promisod, and have bnilt 
a house for the name of the Lord 
God of Israel. 

21 And I have set there a place for 
the ark, wherein is the covenant of 
the Lord, whioh he made with our 
fathers, when he brought them out 
of the land of Egypt. 

22 And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the Lord in the presence of 
all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands toward hea¬ 
ven ; 

23 And he said, Lord God of Israel, 
there is no God like thee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath, who keep- 
est ooveDant and meroy with thy ser¬ 
vants that walk before thee with all 
their heart; 

24 Who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that thoa pro- 
misedst him; thoa spakest also with 
thy mouth, and hast fulfilled it with 
thine hand, as it is this day. 

26 Therefore now, Lord God of la 
rael, keep with thy servant David my 
father that thou promisedst him, say¬ 
ing, There shall not fail thee a man 
in my sight to sit on the throne of 
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Israel; bo that thy children take heed 
to their way, thut they walk before 
me as thou hast walked before me. 

26 And now, 0 God of Israel, let 
thy word, I pray thee, be verified, 
which thou Bpakest unto thy Bervant 
David my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on the 
earth ? behold, the heaven and hea¬ 
ven of heavens cannot contain thee; 
how much IcB9 this house that I have 
builded ? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup¬ 
plication, 0 Lord my God, to hearken 
unto the cry and to the prayer, which 
Lhy servant prayeth hefore thee to¬ 
day; 

20 That thine eyes may be open to¬ 
ward this house night and day, even 
toward the place of which thou hast 
said, My name shall be there; that 
thou mayest hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant shall make toward 
this place. 

30 And hearken thou to the suppli¬ 
cation of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, when they shall pray 
toward this place; and hear thou in 
heaven thy dwelling-place; and when 
thou hearest, forgive. 

31 If any man trespass against his 
neighbour, and an oath he laid upon 
him to cause him to swear, and the 
oath come before thine altar in this 
house; 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
do, and judge thy servants, condemn¬ 
ing the wicked, to bring his way npon 
his head; and justifying the right¬ 
eous, to give him according to his 
righteousness. 

33 When thy people Israel he smit¬ 
ten down before toe enemy, hecause 
they have sinned against thee, and 
shall turn again to thee, and confess 
thy name, and pray, and make sup¬ 
plication unto tnee in this house; 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them again unto the land 
whioh thou gavest unto their fathers. 

35 When heaven is Bhut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray to¬ 
ward this place, and confess thy name, 
and turn from their sin, when thou 
affiiotest them; 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and 


forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people Israel, that thou teach 
them the good way wherein they 
should walk, and give rain upoD lhy 
land, which thou hast given to thy 
people for an inheritance. 

37 If there be in the land famine, if 
there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locust, or if there be caterpillar; if 
their enemy besiege them in the land 
of their cities; whatsoever plague, 
whatsoever sickness there be; 

38 What prayer and supplication 
soever he made by any man, or by 
all thy people Israel, which shall 
know every man the plague of his 
own heart, and spread forth hie hands 
toward this house; 

39 Then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelliDg-plaee, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
(for thou, even thou only, knowest 
the hearts of all the children of 
men ;) 

40 That they may fear thee all the 
days that they live in the land which 
thou gavest unto our fathers. 

41 Moreover concerning a stranger, 
that is not of thy people Israel, but 
cometh out of a far country for thy 
name's sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name and of thy strong hand, and 
of thy stretched-out arm;) when he 
shall come and pray toward this house; 

43 Hear thou in heaveD thy dwell¬ 
ing-place, and do according to all 
that the stranger calleth to thee for ; 
that all people of tho earth may know 
thy namo, to fear thee, as do thy peo¬ 
ple Israel; and that they may know 
that this house, which I have builded, 
is called by thy name. 

44 If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou shalt send them, and shall pray 
unto the Lord toward the city which 
thou hast choscu, and toward tho 
house that I have built for thy name; 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man that sinueth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them to the enemy, so that 
they oarry them away captives unto 
the land of the enemy, far ir near; 
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47 Yet if they shall betbiDk them- I he waa with our father?; let him not 


selves in the land whither they were 
carried captives, and repent, and mako 
supplication unto thee in the land 
of them that carried them captives, 
saying, We have sinned, and have 
done perversely, wo have committed 
wickedness; 

48 And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, 
in the land of their enemies, which 
led them away captive, and pray 
onto thee toward their land, which 
thou gavest unto their fathers, the city 
which thou hast chosen, and tho house 
which I have built for thy name ; 

49 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven thy 
dwelling-place, and maintain their 
cause, 

50 And forgive thy people that 
have sinDed against thee, and all 
their transgressions wherein they 
have transgressed against thee, and 
give them compassion before them 
who carried them captive, that they 
may have compassion on them; 

51 For they be thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
forth out of Egypt, from the midst 
of the furnace of iron ; 

52 That thine oyes may be open 
unto the supplication of thy servant, 
and unto tne supplication of thy 
people Israel, to hearken unto them 
in all that they oall for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them 
from among all the people of the 
earth, to be thine inheritance, aB 
thou spakeBl by the hand of Mobob 
thy servant, when thou broughtest 
our fathers out of Egypt, 0 Lord (Jod. 

54 And it was so, that when Solo¬ 
mon had made an end of praying all 
this prayer and Bupplioation unto the 
Lord, he arose from hefore the altar 
of the Lord, from kneeling on his 
knees with his hands spread up to 
heaven. 

56 And he stood, and blessed all 
the congregation of Israel with a 
loud voice, saying, 

58 Blessed be the Lord, that hath 
given rest unto his people Israel, 
aooordiug to all that ho promised; 
there hath not failed one word of all 
his good promise, whioh he promisod 
by the hand of Moses his servant. 

57 The Lord our Clod be with us, as 


leave us, nor forsake us; 

53 Thai he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all bis ways, and 
to keep his commandments, and his 
statutes, and bis judgments, which 
he commanded our fathers. 

59 And let these my words, where¬ 
with I have made supplication before 
the Lord, be nigh unlo the Lord our 
God day and night, that he maintain 
the cause of his servant, and the 
cause of his people Israel at all times, 
as the matter shall require ; 

60 That all the people of the earth 
may know that the Lord is God, and 
that there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be 
perfect with the Lord our God, to 
walk in hie statutes, and to keep his 
commandments, as at this day. 

62 And the king, and all Israel with 
him, offered sacrifice before tho Lord. 

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of peace offerings, whioh he offered 
unto the Lord, two and twenty 
thousand oxen, and a hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
and all tho children of Israel dedicated 
the house of the Lord. 

64 The same day did the king 
hallow the middle of the court that 
was before the house of the Lord; for 
there he offered burnt offerings, and 
meat offerings, and the fat of the 
peace offerings; because the brazen 
altar that was before the Lord was 
too little to receive the burnt offer¬ 
ings, and meat offerings, and the fat 
of the peaoe offerings. 

65 And at that time Solomon held a 
feast, and all Israel with him, a great 
congregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt, 
before the Lord our God, seven days 
and seven days, even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day ho sent the 
people away; and they blessed tho 
king, and went unto their tents joyful 
and glad of heart for all the goodness 
that the Lord had done for David hi.' 
servant, and for Israel his people. 

CHAPTER IX. 

QotTs covenant xoith Solomon—The QentQes 
were hit bondmen, (he Israelites honourable 
servants — Pharaoh't daughter removeth 
to her house — Solomon's sacryfioes — Bit 
navy fetcheih gold from Ophir . 

ND it came to paBB, when Solo¬ 
mon had finished the building 
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of the house of the Lord, and the 
king’s house, and all Solomon’s desire 
which he was pleased to do, 

2 That the Lord appeared to Solo¬ 
mon tho second time, as he had 
appeared unto him at Gibeon. 

3 And the Lord said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer and thy sap- 
plication, that thou hast made before 
me; I have hallowed this house, 
whioh thou hast built, to put my 
name there for ever; and mine eyes 
and mine heart shall be there per¬ 
petually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walked, in 
integrity of heart, and in upright¬ 
ness, to do according to all that I 
have commanded thee, and wilt keep 
my statutes and my judgments; 

5 Then I will establish the throne 
of thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, 
as I promised to David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man upon the throne of Israel. 

6 Dut if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, yo or your children, 
and will not keep my commandments 
and my statutes which I have set 
before you, hut go and serve other 
gods, and worship them ; 

7 Thon will I cut off Israel out of 
the land whioh I have given them, 
and this house, whioh I have hallowed 
ror my name, will I cast out of my 
sight; and Israel shall be a proverb 
and a by-word among all people; 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss ; and they 
shall say. Why hath the Lord done 
thus unto this land, and to this 
house? 

9 And they shall answer, Because 
they forsook the Lord their God, who 
hrought forth their fathers out of the 
land of Egypt, and have taken hold 
upon other gods, and have worship¬ 
ped them, and served them ; there¬ 
fore hath the Lord brought upon 
them all this ovil. 

10 And it oame to pass at the end 
of twenty years, when Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of 
the Lord, and the king’s house, 

11 (Now Hiram tho king of Tyre 
had furnished Solomon with oedar 
trees and fir trees, and with gold, 
aooording to all his desire,) that then 


king Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
cities in the land of Galilee. 

12 And Himm came out from Tyre 
to sec tho cities which Solomon had 
given him; and they pleased him 
not. 

13 And he said, What cities are 
these which thou hast given me, my 
brother? And he called thorn the 
land of Cabul unto this day. 

14 And Hiram Bent to the kiDg six- 
score talents of gold. 

15 And this is the reason of the 
levy which king Solomon raised; foi 
to build the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, and Millo, and the 
wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, and 
Megiddo, and Gezer. 

10 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Gezer, and burnt 
it with fire, and slain the Canaanitcs 
that dwelt in the city, and given it 
for a present unto hie daughter, 
Solomon’s wife. 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and 
Beth-horon the nether, 

IS And Baalath, and Tadmor in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And all the cities of store that 
Solomon had, and cities for his cha¬ 
riots, and cities for his horsemen, and 
that which Solomon desired to build 
in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and 
in all the land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were 
left of the Amoritcs, Hittite9, Periz- 
zites, Hivitcs, and Jebusites, which 
were not of tho children of Israel, 

21 Their ohildren that were left 
after them in the laud, whom the 
children of Israel also were not able 
utterly to destroy, upon those did Solo¬ 
mon levy a tribute of bond-service 
unto this day. 

22 But of the ohildren of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen; but they 
were men of war, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his oaptains, 
and rulers of his ohariots, and his 
horsemen. 

23 These were tho chief of the of¬ 
ficers that were over Solomon’s work, 
five hundred and fifty, whioh bare 
rule over the people that wrought in 
tho work. 

24 But Pharaoh’s daughter oame 
up out of the city of David unto her 
house whioh Solomon had built fur 
her; then did he huild Millo. 
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25 And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and 

eaco offerings upon the altar which 
e built unto the Lord, and he burnt 
incense upon the altar that was be¬ 
fore the Lord. So he finished the 
house. 

26 And king Solomon made a navy 
of ships in Ezion-gebor, which is be¬ 
side ETIotb, on the shore of the Red 
sea, in the land of Edom. 

27 And Hiram sent in the navy his 
servants, shipmen that had know¬ 
ledge of the sea, with the servants of 
Solomon. 

28 And they oamo to Ophir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four hun¬ 
dred and twenty talonts, and brought 
it to king Solomon. 

CHAPTER X. 

The queen of Sheba — Solomon' t throne — Bit 
riehet. 

ND when the queen of Sheba 
heard of the fame of Solomon 
concerning the name of the Lord, 
she came to prove him with hard 
questions. 

2 And she came to Jerusalem with 
a very great train, with camels that 
bare spices, and very much gold, and 
precious stones; and when she was 
come to Solomon, sho communed with 
him of all that was in her heart. 

3 And Solomon told her all her 
questions; there was not any thing 
nid from the king, which he told her 
not. 

4 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen all Solomon's wisdom, and the 
house that he had built, 

6 And the meat of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and their 
apparel, and his cup-bearers, and his 
ascent by which he went up unto the 
house of the Lord; there was no 
more spirit in her. 

6 And sho said to the king, It was 
a true report that I heard in mine own 
land of thy aots and of thy wisdom. 

7 Ilowbeit I bolioved not the words, 
until I oame, and mine oyos had seen 
It; and, behold, the half was not told 
mo; thy wisdom and prosperity ex- 
oeedolb the fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are 
these tny servants, which stand oon- 
tinually before thee, and that hear 
Ihy wisdom.

9 Blessed be the Lord thy God, 
which delighted in thee, to set thee 
on the throne of Israel; because the 
Lord loved Israel for ever, therefore 
made he thee king, to do judgment 
and justice. 

10 And she gave the king a hun¬ 
dred ana twenty talonts of gold, and 
of spices very great store, and pre¬ 
cious stones; there oame no more 
such abundance of spioes as these 
which the queen of Sheba gave to 
king Solomon. 

11 And the navy also of Hiram, 
that brought gold from Ophir, brought 
in from Ophir great plenty of almug 
trees, and precious Btones. 

12 And the king made of the al¬ 
mug trees pillars for the house of the 
Lord, and for the king's house, harps 
also and psalteries for singers; there 
came no such almug trees, nor were 
seen unto this day. 

13 And king Solomon gave unto 
the queen of Sheba all her desire, 
whatsoever she asked, besides that 
which Solomon gave her of his royal 
bounty. So she turned and went to 
her own country, she and her servants. 

14 Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred three-score and six talents of 
gold, 

16 Besides that he had of the mer¬ 
chantmen, and of the traffio of the 
spice merchants, and of all the kings 
of Arabia, and of the governors of 
the country. 

16 And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold; six 
hundred shekels of gold went to one 
target. 

17 And he made three hundred 
shields of beaten gold ; three pounds 
of gold went to one shield; and the 
king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. 

18 Moreover, the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
the best gold. 

19 The throne had six steps, and 
tho top of the throne was round be¬ 
hind; and there wero stays on either 
side on tho place of the seat, and two 
lions stood beside the stays. 

20 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps; there was not the like 
made in any kingdom. 
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21 And alt king Solomon’s drinking 
reesels were of gold, and all the ves¬ 
sels of the house of the foroBt of 
Lebanon wore of pare gold; none 
were of silver; it was nothing ac¬ 
counted of in the days of Solomon. 

22 For the king had at sen & navy 
of Tharshisb with the nary of Hiram; 
once in three years catne the navy of 
Tharshish, bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all 
the kings of the earth for riches and 
for wisdom. 

24 And all the earth sought to 
Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which 
God had put in hie heart. 

25 And they brought every man 
his present, vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and garments, and 
armour, and spices, horses, and mules, 
a rate year by year. 

26 And Solomon gathered together 
chariots and horsemen ; and he had 
a thousand and four hundred chariots, 
and twolve thousand horsemen, whom 
he hestowed in the cities for cha¬ 
riots, and with the king at Jeru¬ 
salem. 

27 And the king made silver to be 
in Jerusalem aB stones, and cedars 
made he to be as the sycamore trees 
that are in the vale, for abundance. 

28 And Solomon had horse9 brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yam ; the 
king's merchants received the linen 
yarn at a price. 

20 And a chariot came up and went 
out of Egypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and a horse for a hundred 
and fifty; and so for all the kings of 
the Hittites, and for tho kings of 
Syria, did thoy bring them ont by 
their means. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Solomon's vrives and ctmeubines—They draw 
him to idolatry—God threatmeth Atm— 
Solomon's adversaries—His acts , reiffn, 
and death—Rehoboam gueceedeih him. 

UT king Solomon loved many 
strange woman, together with 
the daughter of Pharaoh, women of 
the Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, 
Zidonians, and Hittites; 

2 Of the nations oonoeming which 
the Lord said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shall not go in to them, 
neither shall they come in unto you; 
for surely they will turn away your 


heart after their gods; Solomon clave 
nnto these in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred wives, 

rinceaees, and three hundred concu- 

ines; and his wives turned away 

his heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when Solu- 
moD was old, his wives turned away 
his heart after other gods; and his 
heart was not perfect with the Lord 
his God, and it became as the heart of 
David his father. 

5 For SolomoD went after Ashto- 
rcth the goddesB of the Zidonians, 
and after Milcom the abomination of 
the Ammonites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, as David his father, and 
went not fully after the Lord. 

7 Then did Solomon build a high 
place for Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in the hill that is before 
Jerusalem, and for Molech, the abo¬ 
mination of the children of Am¬ 
mon. 

6 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was 
turned from the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, which had appeared unto him 
twioe, 

10 And had commanded him con¬ 
cerning this thing, that ho should 
not go after other gods; but ho 
kept not that which the Lord com¬ 
manded. 

11 Wherefore the Lord said unto 
Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done 
of thee, and thou hast not kept my 
covenant and my statutes, which I 
have commanded thee, I will surely 
rend the kingdom from thee, and will 
give it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding, in thy days I 
will not do it for David thy father’s 
sake ; but I will rend it out of the 
hand of thy son. 

13 Howbeit I will not rend away 
all the kingdom ; but will give one 
tribe to thy son for David my ser¬ 
vant’s sake, and for Jerusalem's sake 
which I have chosen. 

14 And the Lord stirred up an 
adversary unto Solomon, Hadad the 
Edomite; he was of the king’s seed 
in Edom. 

15 For it oame to pass, when David 
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was in Edom, and Joab tbe oaptain 
of the host was gone up to bury the 
slain, after be had smitten every 
male in Edom ; 

16 (For six months did Joab remain 
thero with all Israel, until he had cut 
off every male in Edom ;) 

17 That Iladad lied, he and certain 
Edomites of his father's servants with 
him, to go into Egypt; Hadad being 
yet a little child. 

18 And they arose out of Midian, 
and came to Paran; and they took 
men with thorn out of Paran, and 
they oamo to Egypt, unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt: which gave hiui a 
house, and appointed him victuals, 
and gave him land. 

19 And Iladad found great favour 
in the Bight of Pharaoh, so that he 
gave him to wife, the sister of his 
own wife, tho sister of Tahpcnes the 
queen. 

20 And the sister of Tahpones bare 
him Genubath his son, whom Tahpe- 
nes weaned in Pharaoh’s house; and 
Genubath was in Pharaoh’s household 
among the sons of Pharaoh. 

21 And when Iladad hoard in Egypt 
that David slept with his fathers, and 
that Joab the captain of the host was 
dead, Iladad Baid to Pharaoh, Lot 
me depart, that I may go to mino 
own country. 

22 Then Pharaoh said unto him, 
Dut wbat hast thou looked with mo, 
that, hehold, thou scekost to go to 
thino own country ? And ho answer¬ 
ed, Nothing; howbeit let me go in 
any wiso. 

23 And God stirred him up another 
adversary, Rczon the son of Eliadah, 
which fled from his lord Hadadozer 
king of Zobah ; 

21 And he gathorod men unto him, 
and beoainc captain over a band, 
when David slew them of Zobah: 
nnd they went to Damascus, and 
dwelt therein, and reigned in Da¬ 
mascus. 

25 And he was an adversary to Is¬ 
rael all the days of Solomon, besides 
the mischief that Lludud did; and 
he abhorred Israel, and reigned over 

Syrlu. 

26 And Jeroboam, the eon of Nebat, 
an Kphralhiie of Zereda, Solomon’s 
servant, whose mother’s name was 
Zeruu.li, a widow woman, even ho 
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lifted up his hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that he 
lifted up his hand against the king; 
Solomon built Millo, and repaired 
tho breaches of the city of David his 
father. 

26 And tho man Jeroboam was a 
mighty man of valour; and Solomon 
seeing the young man that he was 
industrious, he mado him ruler over 
all the charge of the house of Joseph. 

29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jerusa¬ 
lem, that the prophet Ahijah the 
Shilonite found him in the way ; 
and he had clad himself with a new 
garment; and they two were alone 
in the Geld ; 

30 And Ahijah caught the new gar¬ 
ment that was on him, and rent it in 
twelve pieces; 

31 And he said to Jeroboam, Take 
thee ten pieces; for thus saith the 
Lord, tho God of Israel, Behold, I 
will rend the kingdom out of the 
hand of Solomon, and will give ten 
tribes to thee ; 

32 (But he shall have one tribe 
for my servant David’s sake, and 
for Jerusalem’s sake, tbe city which 
I have chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel;) 

33 Because that Lbcy have forsaken 
me, and have worshipped Ashtoreth 
tbe goddess of tho Zidonians, Che- 
inosh the god of the Moabites, and 
Milcum tho god of the children of 
Atnrnon, and have not walked in my 
ways, to do that whioh is right in 
mina eyes, and my statutes, and my 
judgments, and his heart is become 
as Dnvid his father; and ho repent- 
cth not as did David his father, that 
I may forgive him, 

34 Howbeit, I will not tako the 
whole kingdom out of hie baud, but 
1 will make him prinoe all the days 
of his life, for David my s< rvant’a 
sake, whom I ohoose, beoause he kept 
my oomraandments and my statute* 
In that day. 

36. But I will take the kingdom out 
of his son’s hand, and I will give 
unto thee, ten tribes. And unto his 
son will 1 give one tribe, 

36 That David my servant may 
have u light always before me In Je¬ 
rusalem, the city whluh I have 
ohosen me to put my name there. 
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37 And I will take thee, and thou 
Bhalt reign according to all that thy 
soul desirclh, and shall be king 07er 
Iaraol. 

38 And it shall be, if thou wilt 
hearken unto all that I command 
thee, and wilt walk in my ways, and 
do right in my eight, to keep my stat¬ 
utes and my commandments, as 
David my servant did in the day that 
I blessed him ; I will bo with thee, 
and build thee a sure house as I built 
for David, and give Israel unto thee. 

39 And for the transgression of 
David, and also for the people, I 
have rent the kingdom, and for this 
I will afflict the eoed of David, but 
not for ever. 

40 Solomon sought therefore to kill 
Jeroboam. And Jeroboam arose, and 
fled into Egypt, unto Shishak king 
of Egypt, and was in Egypt until the 
death of Solomon. 

41 And the rest of the acts of Solo¬ 
mon, and all that he did, and his wis¬ 
dom, are they not written in the book 
of the acts of Solomon ? 

42 And the time that Solomon 
reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel 
was forty years. 

43 And Solomon slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
David bis father; and Rchoboam his 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XII. 

1 ten tribes revolt under Jeroboam. 

ND Rehoboam went to Shechem ; 
for all Israel were oome to She- 
ohem to make him king, 

2 And it oatne to pass, when Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat, who was yet 
in Egypt, heard it, (for he wa9 fled 
from the presence of king Solomon, 
and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt,) 

3 That they sent and called him. 
And Jeroboam and all the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel came, and spake unto 
Rehoboam, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke grie¬ 
vous ; now therefore make tbou the 
grievous service of thy father, and 
his heavy yoke whioh he put upon 
us, lighter, and we will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Depart 
yet for three days, then oome again 
to me. And the people departed. 

0 And king Rehonoam consulted 
with the old men, that stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 


and said, How do ye advise that I 
may answer this people ? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
If thou wilt be a servant unto this 
peoplo this day, and wilt serve them, 
and answer them, and speak good 
words to them, then they will be thy 
servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of th» 
old men, which they had given him, 
and consulted with the young men 
that were grown up with him, and 
which stood before him ; 

9 And he said unto them, What 
counsel give ye that we may answer 
this people, who have spoken to mo, 
saying, Make the yoke which thy fa¬ 
ther did put upon us lighter? 

10 And the young men that were 
grown up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou speak unto 
this people that Bpake unto thee, say¬ 
ing, Thy father made our yoke heavy, 
but make thou it lighter unto us; 
thus shalt thou say unto them, My 
little finger shall he thicker than my 
father's loins. 

11 And now whereas my father did 
lade you with a heavy yoke, I will 
add to your yoke; my father hath 
chastised you with whipe, hut I will 
chastise you with seorpions. 

12 So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam the third day, as 
the king had appointed, saying, 
Come to me again the third day. 

13 And the king answered the peo¬ 
ple roughly, and forsook the old men's 
counsel that they gave him ; 

14 And spake to them after the 
counsel of the young men, sayiug, 
My father made your yoke heavy, and 
I will add to your yoke; my father 
also chastised you with whips, but I 
will chastise you with scorpions. 

16 Wherefore the king hearkened 
not unto the people ; for the cause 
was from the Lord, that he might 
perform his saying, which the Lord 
spake by Ahijah the Shilonite unto 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

16 So when all Israel saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the 
pooplo answered the king, saying, 
What portion havo we iu David ? 
neither have wo inheritance in the 
son of Jesse; to your tents, 0 Israel; 
now see to thine own house, David 
So Israel departed into thoir tent* 




CHAPTER XIII. 


17 Bat as for the children of Israel 
which dwelt in the citios of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned oyer them. 

16 Then king Rehoboam sent Ado- 
ram, who was over the tribute; and 
all Israol stoned him with stones, 
that he died. Therefore king Reho- 
boam made speed to get him up to 
his chariot, to fleo to Jerusalem. 

19 So Israel rebelled against the 
houBe of David unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all 
Israel beard that Jeroboam was come 
again, that thoy scot and oallod him 
onto the congregation, and made him 
king over all Israel; there was none 
that followed the house of David, but 
the tribe of Judah only. 

21 And when Rehoboam was come 
to Jerusalem, ho assembled all the 
house of Judah, with the tribe of 
Benjamin, a hundred and four-score 
thousand chosen men, which were 
warriors, to fight against the house 
of Israel, to bring the kingdom again 
to Rehoboam tho son of Solomon. 

22 But the word of God camo unto 
Shemainh the man of God, Baying, 

23 Speak unto Rehohoam, the son 
of Solomon, king of Judah, and unto 
all the house of Judah and Benjamin, 
mud to the remnant of the people, 
saying, 

24 TbuB salth tho Lord, ye shall not 
go up, nor fight against your bre¬ 
thren the ohildrcn of Israel; return 
evory man to his house; for this 
thing is from mo. They hearkened 
therefore to the word of the Lord, 
and returned to depart, according to 
the word of the Lord. 

25 Then Jeroboam built Shoehorn in 
mount Ephraim, and dwelt thorein; 
and went out from thence, and built 
Penuel. 

20 And Jeroboam said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to tho 
house of David; 

27 If this pcoplo go up to do sacri¬ 
fice in the house of tho Lord at Jeru¬ 
salem, then shall the heart of this 
people turn again unto their lord, 
even unto Rehoboam king of Judah, 
and thoy shall kill mo, and go again 
to Rehoboam king of Judah. 

28 Whereupon the king took coun¬ 
sel, and mado two calves of gold, 
and said unto them, It iB too muoh 
for you to go up to Jorusalom ; be- 
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hold thy gods, 0 Israel, which hrought 
thee up out of the land of Egypt. 

29 And he set the one iu Both-el, 
and the other put he in Dau. 

30 And this thing became a sin ; for 
the people went to worship before th* 
one, even unto Dau. 

31 And he made a house of high 
places, and made priests of the low¬ 
est of people, which were not of the 
sons of Levi. 

32 And Jeroboam ordained a feast 
in the eighth month, on the fifteenth 
day of the moDth, like anto the feast 
that is in Judah, and he offered upon 
the altar. So did he in Beth-el, sac¬ 
rificing unto the calves that he had 
made ; and he placed in Beth-el the 

rieste of the high places which he 

ad made. 

33 So he offered upon the altar 
whioh he had made in Bcth-cl the 
fifteenth day of the eighth month, 
even in the month which he had de¬ 
vised of his own heart; and ordained 
a feaBt unto the children of Israel ; 
and ho offered upon the altar, nnd 
burnt incense. 

CHAPTER XIIL 

Jeroboam's hand xuithereJh, and is restored 
—The prophet drpartelh from Beth-et—He 
is reproved by God, and slain by a lion — 
Jeroboam's obstinacy. 

ND, behold, there came a man of 
God out of Judah by the word 
of the Lord unto Beth-el; and Jero¬ 
boam stood by the altar to bnrn in- 
oense. 

2 And ho oried against the altar iu 
tho word of tho Lord, and said, 0 
altar, altar, thus saith the Lord ; Be¬ 
hold, a child shall bo born unto the 
house of David, Josiah by name ; and 
upon Ibco shall he offer tho priests 
of the high places that burn incense 
upon thcc, and men’s bones shall be 
burnt upon thee. 

3 And ho gave a sign the same day, 
saying, This is the sign which the 
Lord hath spoken ; Bohold, the altar 
shall be rent, and the ashes that arc 
upon it shall be poured out. 

4 And it came to pass, when kin" 
Jeroboam heard the saying of lie 
man of God, which hnd oried againsi 
the altar in Beth-cl, that ho put forlb 
his hand from the altar, saying, Lay 
hold on him. And his hand, which 
he put forth Against him, dried up, 
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§o that tie could not poll it in again 
to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the 
ashes poured out from the altar, ac¬ 
cording to the sign which the man 
of God had given by the word of the 
Lord. 

6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Entreat now 
the face of the Lord thy God, and 
pray for me, that my hand may be 
restored me again. And the man of 
God besought the Lord, and the 
king's hand was restored him again, 
and became as It was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man 
of God, Come home with me, and re¬ 
fresh thyself, and I will give thee a 
reward. 

3 And the man of God said unto 
the king, If thou wilt gire me half 
thine house, I will not go in with 
thee, neither will I eat bread nor 
drink water in this place; 

9 For so was it charged me by the 
word of the Lord, saying, Eat no 
bread, nor drink water, nor turn again 
by the same way that thou earnest. 

10 So he went another way, and re¬ 
turned not by the way that he came 
to Beth-el. 

11 Now there dwelt an old prophet 
in Beth-el; and his sons came and 
told him all the works that the man 
of God had done that day in Beth¬ 
el ; the words which he had spoken 
unto the king, them they told also to 
their father. 

12 And their father said unto them. 
What way went he? For his sons 
had seen what way the man of God 
went, which came from Judah. 

13 And ho 9aid unto his sons. Sad¬ 
dle me the ass. So they saddled him 
the ass; and he rode thereon, 

14 And went after tho man of God, 
and found him sitting under an oak ; 
and he said unto him, Art thou the 
man of God that earnest from Judah ? 
And he said, I am. 

15 Thon he said unto him, Come 
home with me, and eat bread. 

16 And he said, I may not return 
with thee, nor go in with thee; 
neither will I eat bread nor drink 
water with thee in this plnoe; 

17 For it was said to me by tho 
word of tho Lord, Thou shalt eat no 
bread cor drink water there, nor turn 


again to go by the way that thou 
cameet. 

18 He said unto him, I am a proph¬ 
et also, even as thou, and an angel 
spake unto me by the word of the 
Lord, saying, Bring him back with 
thee into thine house, that he may 
eat bread and drink water, that I 
may prove him ; and ho lied not unto 
him. 

19 So he went back with him, and 
did eat bread in his house, and drank 
water. 

20 And It came to pass, as they sal 
!at the table, that the word of the 
jLord came unto the prophet that 
■ brought him back: 

: 21 And he cried unto the man of 
God that oame from Judah, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord, Forasmuch as 
thou hast disobeyed the mouth of the 
Lord, and hast uot kept the command¬ 
ment which the Lord thy God com¬ 
manded thcc, 

22 But earnest hack, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place, 
of the which the Lord did say to 
thee. Eat no hread, and drink no wa¬ 
ter; thy carcass shall not come unto 
tho sepulchre of thy fathers. 

23 And it canre to pass, after he 
had eaten bread, and after he had 
drunk, that he saddled for him the 
ass, to wit, for the prophet whom he 
had brought back. 

24 And when he was gone, a Hon 
met him by the way, and slew him ; 
and his carcass was cast in tho way, 
and the ass stood by it, the lion also 
stood by the carcass. 

25 And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the caroass oast in the way, and 
the lion standing by the carcass ; and 
they oame and told it in the city 
whore the old prophet dwelt. 

26 And whon the prophet that 
brought him back from the way 
heard thereof, he said, It is the man 
of God, who was disobedient unto the 
word of the Lord ; therefore tho Lord 
hath delivered him unto the lion, 
which hath torn him, and slain him, 
according to the word of the Lord, 
which he spake unto mo. 

27 And he spake to his son 9, say¬ 
ing, Saddle me tho ass. And they 
saddled him. 

28 And ho went and found his ear- 
oBss oast in the way, fnd the ass and 
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the lion standing by the carcass ; the 
lion had not eaten the oarcass, nor 
torn the ass. 

20 And the prophet took up the 
earoass of the man of God, and laid 
it upon the ties, and brought it baok; 
and the old prophet came to the city, 
to mourn and to bury him. 

30 And ho laid hia caroaas in his 
own grave; and they mourned over 
him, eayiDg, Alas, my brother ! 

31 And it catuo to pass, after he 
had buried him, that he spake to his 
■ons, saying, When I am dead, then 
bury me in the sepulchre wherein 
the man of God is buried; lay my 
bones beside his bones ; 

32 For the saying which he cried 
by the word of tho Lord against the 
altar in Bcth-ol, and against all the 
houses of the high places which are 
in the cities of Samaria, shall surely 
oome to pass. 

33 After this thing Jeroboam re¬ 
turned not from his evil way, but 
made again of tho lowest of the peo¬ 
ple priests of tho high places; whoso¬ 
ever would, he consecrated him, and 
be became one of tho priests of the 
high places. 

34 And this Lhing became sin unto 
the house of Jeroboam, oven to cut it 
off, and to dostroy it from off tbo face 
of tho cartb. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Ahijah drnnuT\csi}\ iinVt judgment against 
Jeroboam — Ab\juh duUt—Kodak succeed- 
eth Jeroltoam — Refwboam't wicked, rdffn— 
Shisbak sjxriUth Jerusalem—Abyam sue- 
Cftdtih Itehoboam. 

T that time Abijah the son of 
Jcroboum fell sick. 

2 And Jeroboam said to his wife, 
Arise, I pray thee, and dieguiso thy¬ 
self, Hint thou bo not known to be 
the wife of Jeroboam ; and get thee 
to fihiloh; behold, there i9 Ahijah 
tbo prophet, which told me that I 
should be king over this peonle. 

9 And take with thee ten loaves, 
and cracknels, and a erase of honey, 
and go to him; he shall tell thee 
wlmt shall become of the child. 

4 And Jeroboam’s wife did so, and 
arose, and went to Shiloh, and onme 
Lo the house of Ahijah. Hut Ahijah 
could md mm>; for his eyes were set 
by reaNon of Ids age. 

5 And (he Lord said unto AhlJ&h, 1 
Uehold, the wife of Jeroboam cumetb 
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to ask a thing of thee for her son ; 
for he is siok; thus and thus shalt 
thou say unto hor; for it shall be, 
when she oomoth in, that she shall 
feign herself to be another woman. 

6 And it was so, when Ahijah heard 
the sound of her feet, as she came in 
at the door, that he said, Come in, 
thou wife of Jeroboam ; why feignost 
thou thyself to bo another? for I am 
sent to theo with heavy tidings. 

7 Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, Forasmuch as I 
exalted thee from among the people, 
and made thee prince over my people 
Israel, 

8 And rent the kingdom away from 
the house of David and gave it to 
thee, because he kept not my com¬ 
mandment!. But thou hast not been 
as ray ecivant David, when he fol¬ 
lowed me with all his heart only to 
do right in mine eyeB. 

0 But hast done evil above all that 
wore before thee; for thou hast gone 
and made thee other gods, and molt¬ 
en images, to provoke me to anger, 
and hast cast me behind thy back ; 

10 Therefore, behold, I will bring 
evil upon the house of Jeroboam, 
and will out off from Jeroboam him 
that pisseth against the wall, and him 
LhaL is shut up and left in Israel, and 
will take away the remnant of the 
houeo of Jeroboam, as a man taketh 
away dung, till it be all gone. 

11 Him that dieth of Jeroboam in 
the city shall the dogs cat; and him 
that dieth in tho field shall the fowls 
of the air eat; for the Lord hath 
spoken it. 

12 Ariso thou therefore, gel theo tc 
thine own house; and when Ihy feet 
enter into tho city, tho child shall 
die. 

13 And all Israel shall mourn for 
him, and bury him; for ho only of 
Joroboam shall come to the grave, 
because in him there is found some 
good thing toward the Lord God of 
Israel in the house of Joroboam. 

14 Moreover the Lord shall raise 
him op a king over Israel, who shall 
cut off the house of Jeroboam that 
day; but wli;il r even now, 

15 For the Lord shall smite Israel, 
as a reed Is sbukeu In the water, and 
ho shall root up Israel out of tills 
good land, which he gave to their

fathers, and shall scatter them beyond 
the river, because they have made 
their groves, provoking the Lord to 
anger. 

16 And he shall give Israel np 
hecaose of the sinB of Jeroboam, who 
did sin, and who made Israel to sin. 

17 And Jeroboam's wife arose, and 
departed, and oame to Tirzah; and 
when she came to the threshold of 
the door, the child died ; 

18 And they buried him; and all 
Israel mourned for him, according to 
the word of the Lord, which he spake 
by the hand of bis servant Ahijah 
the prophet. 

19 And the rest of the acts of 
Jeroboam, how he warred, and how 
he reigned, behold, they are written 
in the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Israel. 

20 And the days which Jeroboam 
reigned were two and twenty years; 
and he slept with his fathers, and 
Nadab his son reigned in his stead. 

21 And Rehoboam the son of Solo¬ 
mon reigned in Jndah. Rehoboam 
was forty and one years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned seven¬ 
teen years in Jerusalem, the city 
which the Lord did choose out of all 
the tribes of Israel, to put his name 
there. And his mother's name was 
Noam a h an Ammonitess. 

22 And Jndah did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and they provoked him 
to jealousy with their BinB which 
they had committed, above all that 
their fathors had done. 

23 For they also built them high 
places, and images, and groves, on 
every high hill, and under every 
green tree. 

24 And there were also sodomites 
in the land; and they did according 
to all the abominations of the nations 
which the Lord cast out before the 
children of Israel. 

25 And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of king Rehoboam, that Shishak 
king of Egypt oame op against 
Jerusalem; 

26 And he took away the treasures 
of the house of the Lord, and the 
treasures of the king’s house; be even 
took away all; and he took away all 
the shields of gold which Solomon 
had made. 

27 And king Rehoboam made in 


their stead brazen shields, and com 
mitted them onto the hands of the 
chief of the guard, which kept the 
door of the king's house. 

28 And it was so, when the king 
went into the house of the Lord, that 
the guard bare them, and brought 
them back into the guard-chamber. 

29 Now the rest of the acts of 
Rehoboam, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Judah ? 

30 And there was war between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam all their 
days. 

31 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David. And 
his mother's name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. And Abijam his eon 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Abijam's wicked reign—Asa's good reign — 

Jehoihaphat ruccccdcih Asa — Ahijah.': 

prophecy fulfilled—Nadalfs ads and 

death. 

OW in the eighteenth year of 
king Jeroboam the son of Nebat 
reigned Abijam over Juda£i. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother's name was 
Maachah, the danghter of Abishalom. 

3 And he walked in all the sins of 
his father, which ho had dono before 
him ; and his heart was not perfect 
with the Lord his God, as the Lord 
commanded David his father. 

4 Nevertheless for David’s sako did 
the Lord his God give him a lamp in 
Jerusalem, to set up bis sou after 
him, and to establish Jerusalem ; 

5 Because David did right in the 
eyes of the Lord, and turned not 
aside from all that he commanded 
him, to Bin against the Lord; but 
repented of the evil all the days of 
his life, save only in the matter of 
Uriah the Hittite, wherein the Lord 
cursed him. 

6 And there was war between 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam all the days 
of his lifo. 

7 Now the rest of the acts of Abi¬ 
jam, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? And there 
was war between Abijam and Jero- 
boam. 

6 And Abijam slept with hla 
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fathers ; and they burled him in the 
oity of David; and Asa his son 
reigned In his stead. 

9 And in tho twentieth year of 
Jeroboam king of Israel reigned Asa 
over Judah. 

10 And forty and one years reigned 
he in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Maaohah, the daughter of 
Abishalom. 

11 And Asa did right in the eyes 
of the Lord, as he commanded David 
his father. 

12 And he took away the sodomites 
out of the land, and removed all tho 
idols that hia father had made; and 
it plcasod the Lord. 

13 And also Maachah his molhor, 
even her he removed from being 
queen, because she had made an idol 
in a grove; and Asa destroyed her 
idol, and burnt it by the brook 
Kidron. 

14 Hut the high places were not re¬ 
moved; nevertheless Asa’s heart was 
perfoct with the Lord all his days. 

15 And he brought in tho things 
which his father had dedicated, and 
the things which himself had dedi¬ 
cated, into the houso of the Lord, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

16 And there was war between Asa 
and BaftBha king of Israel all their 
days. 

17 And BaaBha king of Israel went 
np against Judah, and built Hamah, 
that ho might not suffer any to go 
out or come in to Asa king of Judah. 

16 Then Asa took all tho silver and 
the gold that were left in the trea¬ 
sures of tho house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king’s houso, and 
delivered them into the hand of his 
servants; and king Asa sent them to 
Bon-hadad, the son of Tabrimon, the 
son of Hozion, king of Syria, that 
dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

19 There is a league between me 
and thee, and between my father and 
thy father ; behold, I havo sent unto 
thee a present of silver and gold; 
come and break thy league with 
B&asha king of Israel, that he may 
depart from me. 

20 So Bon-hadad hoarkoned unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of 
tho hosts whioh he had against the 
elties of Israel, and smote Ijon, and 
Dan, and Abol-beth-maaohah, and 
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nil Cinneroth, with all the land of 
Naphtali. 

21 And itoame to pass, whon Baasha 
heard thereof, that he left off building 
of Ramah, and dwelt in Tirzah. 

22 Then king Asa made a procla¬ 
mation throughout all Judah; none 
was exempted; and they took away 
the stones of Rainah, and the timber 
thereof, wherewith Baasha had build- 
ed; and king Asa built with them 
Geba of Benjamin, and Mizpah. 

23 The rest of all the acts of Asa, 
and all his might, and all that he 
did, and tho cities which he built, 
are they not written in tho book of 
tho Chronicles of tho kings of Ju¬ 
dah? Nevertheless in the time of 
his old age ho was diseased in hie 
feet. 

24 And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in 
the city of David his father; and 
Jchoshaphat his son reigned in his 
stead. 

25 And Nadab the son of Jeroboam 
began to reign over Israel in the 
second year of Asa king of Judah, 
and reigned over Israel two years. 

20 And he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in the way of 
his father, and in his sin wherewith 
ho made Israel to sin. 

27 And Baasha tho son of Ahijah, 
of Lhe house of Issachar, conspired 
against him; and Baasha smote him 
at Gibbethon, which belonged to the 
Philistines; for Nadab and all Israel 
laid siege to Gibbethon. 

28 Even in tho third year of Asa 
king of Judah did Baasha slay him, 
and reigned in his stead. 

29 And it came to pass, when he 
roigned, that he emote all the house 
of Jeroboam; he left not to Jeroboam 
any that breAthod, until he had de¬ 
stroyed him, according unto the say¬ 
ing of the Lord, whioh he spake by 
his servant Ahijah the Shilonite; 

30 Because of the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and whioh ho made 
Israel sin, by his provocation where¬ 
with he provoked the Lord God of 
Israel to anger. 

31 Now the rest of the aota of Na¬ 
dab, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronioles 
of the kings of Israel 7 

32 And there was war hetween Asa 
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and Baasha king of Israel all their 
days. 

33 Id the third year of Asa king of 
Judah oegan Baasha the eon of Ahi- 
jah to reign over all Israel in Tirzah, 
twenty and four yearB. 

34 AdJ he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in the way of 
Jeroboam, and in his sin wherewith 
he made Ierael to sin.

3 Behold, I will take away tho pos¬ 
terity of Baasha, and the posterity of 
bis house; and will make thy house 
like the houso of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat. 

4 Him that diclh of Baasha in the 
oity shall the dogs eat; and him that 
dieth of his in the Gelds shall the 
fowls of tho air oat. 

b Now tho rest of the acts of Baasha, 
and what ho did, and his might, are 
they not written in tho book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

6 So Baasha slept with hie fathers, 
and was buried in Tirzah; and Elah 
his son roigned in his stead. 

7 And also by tho hand of the 
prophet Jehu the son of Ilanani 
oame tho word of the Lord against 
Baasha, aod against his house, even 
for all the evil Lhat he did in the 
sight of the Lord, in provoking him 
to anger with the work of his hands, 
in being like the houso of Jeroboam; 
and because he killod him. 

8 In the twenty and sixth year of 
Asa king of Judah began Elah the 


him, and hilled him, in the twenty 
and seventh year of Asa king of 
Judah, and reigned in his stead. 

11 And it came to pass, when he

15 In the twenty and seventh year 
of Asa king of Judah did Zimn 
reign seven days in Tirzah. And 
the people were encamped against 
Gibbelhon, which belonged to the 
Philistines. 

10 And tho people that were en¬ 
camped heard say, Zimri hath con¬ 
spired, and hath also slain the king; 
wherefore all Israel made Omri, the 
captain of the host, king over Israel 
that day in the camp. 

17 And Omri went up from Gib- 
bethon, and all Israel with him, and 
they besieged Tirzah. 

18 And it came to pass, when Zimri 
saw that the city was taken, that he 
went into the palace of the king's 
house, and burnt the king’s house 
over him with fire, and died, 

19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Lord, 
in walking in tho way of Jeroboam, 
and in his sin which he did, to make 
Israel to sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 
and his treason that ho wrought, are 
they not written in the book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Israel?

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, 

3 Get thee hence, and luru thee 
eastward, and hide thyself by the 
brook Cherith, that Is before Jordan. 
4 And it shall be, that thou shalt 
drink of the brook; and I have 
commanded the ravens to feed thee 
there. 

6 So he went and did according 
unto the word of the Lord ; for he 
went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, 
that is before Jordan. 

6 And the ravens brought him bread 
and flesh in the morning, and bread 
and flesh in the evening; and he 
drank of the hrook 
7 And It came to pas9 after a 
while, that the brook dried np, be¬ 
cause there had been no rain In the 
land. 

8 Aud the word of the Lord came 
unto him, saying, 

9 Arise, get thee to Zarephath, 
which belongeth to Zldon, and dwell 
there; behold, I have commanded 
a widow woman there to sustain 
thee. 

10 So he arose and went to Zare* 
phalli. And when he came to the 
irate of the city, behold, the widow 
woman was there gathering of sticks; 
and he called to her, and said, Fetch 
me, 1 pray thee, a little water In a 
vessel, that I may drink. 

11 And as she was going to fetch 
It, he called to her, and said, Bring me, 
1 pray thee, a morsel of bread In 
thine hand. 

12 And she said, A 9 the Lord thy 
God livelli, l have not a cake, but 
a lmudful of meal in a barrel, and a 
little oil in u cruse ; and, behold, 1 
am gathering two sticks, that 1 may 
go in and dress it for me aud my 
son, that we may eat it, and die. 

13 And Elijah said unto her, Fear 
not; go and do as thou hast said; 
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but make me thereof a little cake 
first, and bring it unto me, and after 
make for thee and for thy Bon. 

14 For thus Baith the Lord God of 
lArael, The barrel of meal shall not 
waste, neither Bhall the oruae of oil 
fail, until the day that the Lord send- 
elh rain upon the earth. 

15 And she went and did acoord- 
ing to the saying of Elijah; and she, 
and he, and her house, did eat many 
days. 

16 And the barrel of meal wasted 
not, neither did the cruse of oil fail, 
aooording to the word of the Lord, 
which ho spake by Elijah. 

IT And it came to pass after these 
things, that the son of the woman, 
the mistress of the house, fell sick; 
and his sickness was so sore, that 
there was no breath left in him. 

18 And she said unto Elijah, What 
have I to do with thee, 0 thou man 
of God? art thou oome unto me to 
call my sin to remembrance, and to 
slay my son ? 

19 And he said unto her, Give me 
thy son. And he took him out of 
her bosom, and carried him up into 
a loft, where he abode, and laid him 
upon his own bed. 

20 And he cried unto the Lord, 
and said, 0 Lord my God, hast thou 
also brought evil upon the widow 
with whom I sojourn, by slaying her 
son ? 

21 And he stretched himself upon 
the ohild three times, and cried unto 
the Lord, and said, 0 Lord my God, 
I pray thee, let this child’s soul oome 
into him again. 

22 And the Lord heard the voice 
of Elijah; and the soul of the child 
oame into him again, and he revived. 

23 And Elijah took the child, and 
brought him down out of the cham¬ 
ber into the house, and delivered him 
unto his mother; and Elijah said, See, 
thy son liveth. 

24 And the woman said to Elijah, 
Now by this I know that thou art a 
man of God, and that the word of the 
Lord in thy mouth is truth. 

CHAPTER XVin. 

Etya\ sent to A hah, mreteth Obadiah — Eli¬ 
jah tlayelh Baal’s prophets — £2\jah obtain¬ 
ed rain. 

ND it oame to pass after many 
days, that the word of the 


Lord came to Elijah In the third 
year, saying, Go, show thyself unto 
Ahab; and I will send rain upon the 
earth. 

2 And Elijah went to show himself 
unto Ahab. And there was a sore 
famine in Samaria. 

3 And Ahab called Obadiah, which 
was the governor of his house. (Now 
Obadiah feared the Lord greatly ; 

4 For it was bo, when Jezebel cut 
off the prophets of the Lord, that 
Obadiah took a hundred prophets, 
and hid them by fifty in a cave, and 
fed them with bread and water.) 

5 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go 
into the land, unto all fountains of 
water, and unto all brooks; perad- 
venture we may find grass to save 
the horses and mules alive, that we 
lose not all the beasts. 

6 So they divided the land between 
them to pass throughout it; Ahab 
went one way by himself, and Oba¬ 
diah went another way by himself. 

7 And as Obadiah was in the way, 
behold, Elijah met him ; and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said, 
Art thou that my lord Elijah ? 

8 And he answered him, I am; go, 
tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. 

9 And he said, What have I sinned, 
that thou wouldest deliver thy ser¬ 
vant into the hand of Ahab, to slay 
me ? 

10 As the Lord thy God liveth, 
there is no nation or kingdom, whi¬ 
ther my lord hath not sent to seek 
th co; and when they said, He is not 
thcro; he took an oath of the king¬ 
dom and nation, that they found thee 
not. 

11 And now thou sayest, Go, tell 
thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. 

12 And it shall come to pass, as 
soon as I am gone from thee, that 
the Spirit of the Lord shall carry 
thee whither I know not; and so 
when I oome and tell Ahab, and he 
cannot find thee, he shall slay me; 
but I thy servant fear the Lord from 
my youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what I 
did when Jezebel slew the prophets 
of the Lord, how I hid a hundred 
men of the Lord’s prophets by fifty 
in a cave, and fed them with bread 
and water ? 

14 And now tbpn sayest. Go, tell 
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thj lord, Behold, Elijah is hero; and 
bo shall slay me. 

15 And Elijah said, As tho Lord of 
hosts liveth, beforo whom I stand, I 
will suroly show myself unto him to¬ 
day. 

16 So Obadiub went to meet Ahab, 
and told him; and Ahab wont to 
meet Elijah. 

17 And it carno to pass, when Ahab 
taw Elijah, that Ahab said unto 
him, Art thou be that tronblcth Is¬ 
rael ? 

18 And ho answered, I have not 
troubled Israel; but thou, and thy 
father's house, in that ye have forsa¬ 
ken tho commandments of the Lord, 
and tbou hast followed Baalim. 

19 Now th:reforo send, and gather 
to me all Israel unto mount Carmel, 
and the prophets of Baal four hun¬ 
dred and fifty, and tho prophets of 
the groves four hundred, which eat 
at Jezebel's table. 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and gathered the pro¬ 
phets together unto mount Carmel. 

21 And Elijah came unto all the 
eople, and said, How long halt ye 
otweon two opinions ? if the Lord 

be God, follow him ; but if Baal, thon 
follow him. And the people answer¬ 
ed him not a word. 

22 Then said Elijah unto the peo¬ 
ple, I, oven I only, remain a prophet 
of the Lord; but Baal’s prophets are 
four hundred and fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give u9 two 
bullocks; and let them choose one 
bullock for themselves, and out it in 
pieces, and lay it on wood, and pat 
no fire under; and I will dress the 
other bullook, and lay it on wood, 
and put no fire under ; 

24 And call ye on the name of your 
gods, and I will call on the name of 
the Lord; and the God that answer- 
eth by fire, let him be God. And all 
the people answered and said, It is 
well spoken. 

35 And Elijah said unto the proph¬ 
ets of Baal, Choose you one bullook 
for yourselves, and dress it first; 
for ye are many; and call on the 
name of your gods, but put no fire 
under. 

26 And they look the bullook whioh 
was given them, and they dressed it, 
•Dd oalled on the name of Baal from 
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morning even until noon, saying, 0 
Baal, hear us. But there was no 
voice, nor any that answered. And 
they leaped upon the altar whioh was 
made. 

27 And it camo to pass at noon, 
that Elijah mocked them, and said, 
Cry aloud; for ho is a god; either 
he is talking, or he is pursuing, or 
ho is in a journey, or peradventure 
he sleepeth, and must he awaked. 

28 And they cried aloud, and cut 
themselves after their manner with 
knives and lancets, till the blood 
gushed out upon them. 

29 And it came to pass, when mid¬ 
day was past, and they prophesied 
until the time of tho offering of the 
evening sacrifice, that there was 
neither voice, nor auy to answer, nor 
any that rogarded. 

30 And Elijah said unto all the 
people, Come near unto me. And 
all the people came near unto him. 
And he repaired the altar of the Lord 
that was broken down. 

31 And Elijah took twelve stones, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the 
word of tho Lord came, saying, Is¬ 
rael shall be thy name; 

32 And with the stones he built an 
altar in the name of the Lord; and 
he made a trench about the altar, as 
great as would contain two measures 
of Beed. 

33 And ho put the wood in order, 
and out the Dullook in pieces, and 
laid him on the wood, and said, Fill 
four barrels with water, and pour it 
on the burnt saorifioe, and on the 
wood. 

34 And he said, Do it the second 
time. And they did it the second 
time.

30 And it camo to pass at the time 
of the offering of the evening sacri¬ 
fice, that Elijah the prophet came 
near, and Baid, Lord God of Abra¬ 
ham, Isaac, and of Israel, let it be 
known this day that thou art God 
in Israel, and that I am thy servant, 
and that I have done all these things 
at thy word. 
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in the entering in of the cave. And, 
behold, there came a voice unto him, 
and said, What doest thou here, 
Elijah ? 

14 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord God of hosts; 
bcoause the ohitdren of Israel have 
forsaken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets 
with the sword; and I, even I only, 
am left; and they seek my life, to take 
it away. 

15 And the Lord said unto him, 
(Jo, return on thy way to the wilder¬ 
ness of Damascus; and when thou 
oomest, anoint Hazael to be king ovor 
Syria; 

16 And Jehu the son of Niwshi 
shalt thou anoint to be king over 
Israel; and Elisha the son of Sha- 
pbat of Abel-meholnh shalt thou 
anoint to be prophet in thy room. 

17 And it shall come to pass, that 
him that esoapeth the sword of 
Hazael shall Jehu slay; and him 
that esoapeth from the sword of Jehu 
shall Elisha Blay, 

18 Yet I have left me seven thou¬ 
sand in Israel, All the kneeB which 
have not bowed unto Baal, and every 
mouth whioh hath not kissed him. 

19 So he departed thence, and found 
Elisha the son of Shaphat, who was 

loughing with twelve yoke of oxen 
efore him, and he with tho twelfth ; 
and Elijah passed by him, and cast 
his mantle upon him. 

20 And be left tho oxen, and ran 
after Elijah, and said, Let me, 1 pray 
thee, kiss my fathor and my mother, 
and then 1 will follow thee. And ho 
said unto him, Qo baok again; for 
what havo I done to thee? 

21 And he returned baok from him 
and took a yoke of oxen, and slew 
them, and boiled their flesh with the 
instruments of the oxen, and gave 
unto the people, and they did eat. 
Then he arose, and went after BUJah, 
und ministered unto him. 

CIIAPTBR XX.

2 And he sent messengers to Ahab 
king of Israel into the city, and said 
unto him, Thus saith Ben-hadad,

4 And the king of Israel answered 
and Baid, My lord, 0 king, according 
to thy saying, I am thine, and all 
that I have. 

5 And the messengers came again, 
and said, thus apeaketh Bco-badad, 
saying, Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying, Thou shall deliver me 
thy silver and thy gold, and thy 
wives, and thy children ; 

6 Yet I will send my servants unto 
thee to-morrow about this time, and 
they shall search thine bouse, and 
the houses of thy servants ; and it 
shall be, that whatsoever is pleasant 
in thine eyes, they shall put it in 
their hand and carry it away. 

7 Then the king of Israel called all 
the elders of the land, and said, Mark, 
I pray you, and see how tb 19 man 
secketh mischief; for ho sent unto me 
for my wives, and for my children, 
and for my silver, and for my gold, 
and I denied him not.

13 And behold there oame a pro- 
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bim. Then Ben-hadad came forth 
to him ; nod he caused him to come 
np info 1 ho chariot. 

34 And Ben-hadad said unlo him, 
The cities, which my father took 
from thy father, I will restore; and 
thru nhalt make streets for thee in 
Damascus, as my father made in Sa¬ 
maria. Then paid Abah, I will send 
thee away with this covenant. So 
he made a covenant with him, and 
Bent him away. 

35 And a certain man of the eons 
of the prophets said unLo hie neigh¬ 
bour in the word of the Lord, Smite 
me, I pray thee. And the man re¬ 
fused to smite him. 

36 Then said he unto him, Because 
thou hast not obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, behold, as soon as thou art 
departed from me, a lion shall slay 
thee. And as soon as ho was depart¬ 
ed from him, a lion found him, and 
Blew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee. And 
the man smote him, so that in smiting 
he woundod him. 

36 So the prophet dopartod, and 
waited for the king by the way, and 
disguised himself with ashes upon 
hie faoo. 

30 And as tho king passed by, he 
oried unto the king; and he said, 
Thy Bervant went out into the midst 
of the battle; and, behold, a man 
turned aside, and brought a man 
unto me, and said, Keep this man; 
if by any means he be missing, then 
shall thy life be for his life, or else 
thou shalt pay a talent of silver.

2 And Ahab Bpake unto Naboth, 
saying, Give me tby vineyard, that 
I may have it for a garden of berbs, 
because it is near unto my house; 
and I will give thee for it a better 
vineyard than it; or, if it seem good 
to thee, 1 will give thee the worth of 
it in money. 

3 And Nubofti said to Ahab, The 
Lord forbid it me, that I should 
givo tho inheritance of my fathers 
unto thee. 

4 And Abah came into bis house 
heavy and displeased beoauso of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite 
had spoken to him ; for be hud said, 
I will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers. And ho laid him down 
upon bis bed, and turned away his 
face, and would eat no bread. 

5 But Jezebel his wife cainc to him, 
and Baid unto him, Why is thy spirit 
so sad, that thou eateat no bread 7 

0 And he said unto her, Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and 
said unto him, Give me thy vineyard 
for money; or else, if it please thee, 
I will give thee another vineyard for 
it; and he answered, I will not give 
thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto 
him, Dost thou now govern the king¬ 
dom of Israel 7 arise, and eat bread, 
and let thine heart be merry; I will 
give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

6 So she wrote letters in Ahab’s 
name, and sealed them with his seal, 
and sent tho letters unto the elders 
and to the nobles that were in his 
city, dwelling with Naboth. 

0 And she wrote in the letters, say¬ 
ing, Proolaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people; 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 
hefore him, to bear witness against 
him, saying, Thou didBt blaspheme 
God and the king. And then oarry 
him out, and stone him, that he may 
die. 
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phet unto Ahab king of Israel, say¬ 
ing, Thua aaith the Lord, Hast 
thou seen all this great multitude ? 
behold, I will deliver it into thine 
hand this day; and thou Bhalt know 
that I am the Lord. 

14 And Ahab said, By whom ? 
And he said, Thus aaith the Lord, 
Even by the young men of the 
princes of the provinces. Then he 
said, Who shall order the battle ? 
And he answered, Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young 
men of the princes of the provinces, 
and they were two hundred and thirty- 
two; and after them he numbered all 
the people, even all the children of Is¬ 
rael, heing seven thousand. 

10 And they went out at noon. But 
Ben-hadad was drinking himself 
drunk in the pavilions, ho and the 
kings, the thirty and two kings that 
helped him. 

17 Aod the young men of the 
princes of the provinces went out 
nrst; and Bcn-hadad sent out, and 
they told him, saying, There are men 
some out of Samaria. 

18 And ho Baid, Whether they be 
oome out for peace, tako them alive; 
or whether they be come out for war, 
take them alive. 

19 So theso young men of the 
princes of the provinces came out of 
the oity, and the army which followed 
them. 

20 And they slew every one his 
man; and the Syrians fled; and 
Israel pursued them ; and Ben-hadad 
the king of Syria escaped on a horse 
with the horsemen. 

21 And the king of Israel went out, 
and emote the horses and chariots, 
and slew the Syrians with a great 
slaughter. 

22 And the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him, 
Go, strengthen thyself, and mark, 
and see what thou doest; for at the 
return of the yoar the king of Syria 
will come up against thee. 

23 And the servants of the king of 
Syria said unto him, Their gods are 
gods of the hills ; therefore they were 
stronger than we; but let us fight 
against them in the plain, and surely 
we shall be stronger than they. 

24 And do this thing, Take the 
kings away, every man out of his 


place, and put captains in their 
rooms; 

25 Aod number thee an army, like 
the army that thou bast lost, horse 
for horso, and chariot for chariot; 
and we will fight against them in 
the plain, and surely we shall be 
stronger than they. And he heark¬ 
ened unto their voice, and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the re¬ 
turn of the year that Ben-hadad num¬ 
bered the Syriane, and went up to 
Aphek, to fight against Israel. 

27 And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went againBt them; and the children 
of Israel pitched before them like two 
little flocks of kids; but the Syrians 
filled the country. 

28 And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Israel, 
and said, Thus saith the Lord, Be¬ 
cause the Syrians have said, The 
Lord is God of the hills, bnt he is not 
God of the valleys, therefore will I 
deliver all this great multitude into 
thine hand, and ye shall know that I 
am the Lord. 

29 And they pitched one over 
against the other seven days. And 
so it was, that in the seventh day the 
battle was joined; and the children 
of Israel slew of the Syrians a hun¬ 
dred thousand footmen in one day. 

30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into 
the city; and there a wall fell upon 
twenty and seven thousand of the 
men that were left. And Ben-hadad 
fled, and oame into the city, into au 
inner chamber. 

31 And his servants said unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the 
kings of the house of Israel are 
meroiful kings; let us, I pray thee, 
pnt sackcloth on our loins, and ropes 
upon onr heads, and go out to the 
king of Israel; peradventnre he will 
save thy life. 

32 Bo they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, 
and came to the King of Israel, and 
said, Thy servant Ben-hadad saith, I 

ray thee, let mo live. And he said, 
s he yet alive? he is my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently ob¬ 
serve whether any thing would come 
from him, and did hastily oatoh it; 
and they said. Thy brother Ben- 
hadad. Then he said, Go ye, bring 
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dim. Then Ben hadad oume forth 
to him ; and he oivused him to come 
up into the chariot. 

. 1-1 Ami Bcn-hodnd said unto hiin. 
The cities, which iny father took 
from thy father, I will restore; and 
thru shall make streets for tbee in 
Damascus, as my father made in Sa¬ 
maria. Then said Akab, I will send 
Iheo away with this covenant. So 
tic made a covenant with him, and 
sent him away. 

35 And a certain man of the sons 
of the prophets said udIo his neigh¬ 
bour in the word of the Lord, Smite 
me, I pray thee. And the man re¬ 
fused to smite him. 

36 Then said be unto him, Because 
thou bast not obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, behold, as soon as thou art 
departed from me, a lion shall slay 
thee. And as soon as ho was depart¬ 
ed from him, r lion found him, and 
slew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee. And 
tho man smote him, so that in smiting 
he wounded him. 

38 So tho prophet departed, and 
waited for the king by tho way, and 
disguised himself with ashes upon 
his faoo. 

39 And as tho king passed by, he 
oried nnto tho king; and he said, 
Thy servant went out into the midBt 
of tho battle; and, behold, a man 
tnrned aside, and broughL a man 
unto me, and said, Keep Lhis man ; 
if by any means he be missing, then 
shall thy life be for his life, or else 
Ihou shalt pay a talout of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy 
here and there, he was gone. And 
the king of Israel said onto him, So 
■hall thy judgment be; thyself hast 
deoided it. 

41. And he hasted, and took the 
ashes away from his face; and the 
king of Israel disoerned him that he 
was of tho prophets. 

42 And he said unto him. Thus 
■aith the Lord, Beoause thou hast 
let go out of thy hand a man whom 
I appointed to utter destruction, there¬ 
fore thy life shall go for his life, and 
thy poople for his people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to 
his house heavy and displeased, and 
name to Samaria. 
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Ahab takrth Naboth's vineyard—Elijah da 
non nee! h judgments against Ahab and 
Jezebel. 

ND it caiuo to pass after these 
things, that Naboth, tho Jczrecl- 
ito had a vineyard, which was in 
Jczrcel, hard by the palace of Ahab 
king of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, 
saying, Give me thy vineyard, that 
I may have it for a garden of herbs, 
because it is near unto my house; 
and I will give thee for it a better 
vineyard than it; or, if it seem good 
to thee, 1 will give thee the worth of 
it in money. 

3 And Nabofti said to Ahab, The 
Lord forbid it me, that I should 
give the inheritance of my fathers 
unto thee. 

4 And Ahab came into his house 
heavy and displeased because of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreolite 
had spoken to him ; for he hud said, 
I will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers. And ho laid him down 
upon his bed, and turned away his 
face, and would eat no bread. 

5 But Jezebel his wife caine to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy spirit 
so sad, that thou eatest no bread ? 

6 And he said unto her, Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and 
said unto him, Give me thy vineyard 
for money; or else, if it please thee, 
I will give thee another vineyard for 
it; and he answered, I will not give 
thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto 
him, Dost thou now govern the king¬ 
dom of Israel ? arise, and eat bread, 
and let thine heart be merry; I will 
give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’s 
name, &Dd sealed them with his seal, 
and sent tho letters unto the elders 
and to the nobles that were in his 
oity, dwelling with Naboth. 

9 And she wrote in the letters, say¬ 
ing, Proolaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people; 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 
before him, to bear witness against 
him, saying, Thou didst blaspheme 
God and the king. And then carry 
him out, and stone him, that he may 
die. 
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11 And the men of hi? city, even 
the oldoiB and the nobles who were 
the inhabitants in hifl city, did ns 
Jezebel had sent unto them, and as it 
was written in the letters which nhe 
had Bent unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people. 

13 And there came in two men, 
children of Belial, and eat before 
him; and the men of Belial witnessed 
against him, even against Naboth, 
in the presence of the people, saying, 
Naholh did blaspheme God and the 
king. Then they carried hijn forth 
out of the city, and stoned him with 
Btones, that he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, say¬ 
ing, Naboth is stoned, and is dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when Jcze- 
hel heard that Naboth was stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to 
Ahab, Arise, take possession of the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
whioh he refused to give thee for 
money; for Naboth is not alive, but 
dead. 

16 And it oame to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that 
Ahab rose up to go down to the vine¬ 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite, to tako 
possession of it. 

17 And the word of the Lord came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab, 
king of Israel, which is in Samaria; 
behold he is in the vineyard of Na¬ 
both, whither he is gone down to 
possess it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith tne Lord, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken possession ? 
And thou shalt speak unto him, say¬ 
ing, Thus saith the Lord, In the 
place where dogs licked the blood of 
Naboth shall dogs lick thy blood, 
even thine. 

20 And Ahah said to Elijah, Hast 
thou found me, 0 mine enemy ? And 
he answered, I have found thee; 
because thou hast sold thyself to 
work evil in the sight of the Lord. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon 
thee, and will take away thy posterity, 
and will out off from Ahab nim that 
pisseth against the wall, aod him 
that is shut up and left in Israel. 

22 And will make thine houso like 
the house of'Jeroboam the son of 


Nehat, and like the house of Baasha 
the son of Ahijah, for the provocation 
wherewith thou hast provoked me to 
anger, and made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the 
Lord, saying, The dogs shall eat 
Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. 

24 Him that dicth of Abab in the 
city the dogs shall eal; and him that 
dieth in the field shall the fowls of 
the air eat. 

25 But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did Bell himself to w?ik 
wickedness in the sight of the Lord, 
whom Jezebel bis wife stirred up. 

26 And he did very aouminably in 
following idols, according to all 
things as did the Ainorites, whom 
the Lord cast out before the children 
of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard those words, that he rent his 
clothes, and put sackcloth upon his 
flesh, and fasted, and lay in sack¬ 
cloth, and went so ftly. 

28-And the word of the Lord came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

29 Scest thou how Ahab humbleth 
himself before me? because he hum¬ 
bleth himself before me, I will not 
bring the evil in his days ; but in his 
son’s days will I bring the evil upon 
his house. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Ahab it i!mn — Ahaeiah succeedeth Aim— 
Jehoshaphafs reign-~Jchoram rucceedeth 
him — Ahazinh't reign. 

ND they continued three years 
without war between Syria and 
Israel. 

2 And it came to pass in the third 
year, that Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah oame down to the king of 
Israel. 

3 And the king of Israel said unto 
his servants, Know ye that Ramoth 
in Gilead is ours, and we be still, and 
take it not out of the hand of the 
king of Syria ? 

4 And he said unto Johoshaphat, 
Wilt thou go with mo to battle to 
Ramoth-gilcnd ? And Jehoshaphat 
eaid to the king of Israel, I am as 
thou art, my people as thy people, 
my horses as tny horses. 

5 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to-aay. 

6 Then the king of Israel gathered 
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the prophets together, about four 
hundred men, and said unto them, 
Shall I go against Ramoth-gilead to 
battle, or shall I forbear? And they 
said, Go up; for the Lord Bhall 
deliver it into the hand of tho king. 

7 And Jehoshaphat said, Is there 
not here a prophet of the Lord be¬ 
sides, tbat we might inquire of him ? 

8 And tbe king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
Micainh tbe eon of Imlah, by whom 
we may inquire of tbe Lord ; but I 
hate him ; for be doth not prophesy 
good concerning mo, but evil. And 
Jehoshaphat said, Let not the king 
euy so. 

0 Tben the king of Israel called an 
officer, and said, Hasten hither Mica- 
iah tho eon of Imlah. 

10 And the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah sat 
each on his throne, having put on 
their robes, in a void placo in the 
entrance of tho gate of Samaria; and 
all the prophets prophesied before 
them. 

11 And Zedckiah the son of Che- 
naanah made him horns of iron ; and 
he Baid, Thus saith tbe Lord, With 
these shall thou push the Syrians, 
until thou have consumed them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, 
and prosper; for the Lord shall 
deliver it into the king's hand. 

13 Aod the mossenger that was 
gone to call Mieaiah spake unto him, 
saying, Behold now, tho words of the 
prophets deolaro good unto the king 
with one mouth ; let thy word, I pray 
thee, be like tbe word of one of 
them, and speak that which is good. 

14 And Mieaiah said, As the Lord 
liveth, what the Lord saith unto me, 
that will I speak. 

15 So he came to the king. And 
the king said unto him, Mioaiah, 
■hall we go against Ramoth-gilead to 
battle, or shall we forbear? And he 
answered him, Go, and prosper; for 
tho Lord Bhall deliver it into the hand 
of the king. 

10 And the king said onto him, 
How many times shall I adjure thee 
that thou tell me nothing but that 
whioh is true in the name of the 
Lord ? 

17 And he said, I saw all Israel 


scattered upon the hills, as sheep that 
have not a shepherd ; and the Lord 
said, These have no master ; let them 
return every man to his house in 
peace. 

18 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell that he 
would prophesy no good concerning 
me, but evil ? 

19 And he said, Hear thou therefore 
tho word of the Lord; I saw the 
Lord sitting on his throne, and all 
the host of heaven standing by him 
on his right hand ond on his left. 

20 And the Lord 9&id, Who shall 
persuade A bah, that he may go up 
and fall at Ramoth-gilead ? And one 
6 aid on this manner, and another 
said on that manner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit, 
and stood before the Lord, and said, 
I will persuade him. 

22 And the Lord said unto him, 
Wherewith? And he said, I will go 
forth, aDd I will bo a lying spirit in 
the mouth of all his prophets. And 
ho said, Thou sha.lt persuade him, and 
prevail also; go forth, and do so. 

23 Now therefore, behold, tho Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in tho mouth 
of all these thy prophets, and the 
Lord hath spoken evil concerning 
thee. 

24 But Zedckiah the son of Che- 
naanah went near, and smote Mieaiah 
on the cheek, and said, Which way 
went the Spirit of the Lord from me 
to speak unto theo? 

25 And Mieaiah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see in that day, when thou shall 
go into an inner oh&mber to hide 
thyself. 

20 And the king of Israel said, 
Take Mieaiah, and carry him back 
unto Amon the governor of the city, 
and to Joash the king’s son; 

27 And say, Thus saith the king. 
Put this fellow in the prison, and 
feed him with bread of affliction and 
with wAter of affliction, until I come 
in peaee. 

28 Aud Mioaiah said, If thou return 
at all in peaoe, the Lord hath nnt 
spoken by me. And he said, Hearken, 
0 people, every one of you. 

29 So the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat the king of Judah went 
up to Ramoth-gilead. 

30 And the king of Israel said unto 
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Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle; but put 
thou on thy robes. And the king of 
Israel disguised himself, and went 
into the battle. 

31 But the king of Syria commanded 
his thirty and two captains that had 
rnle over his chariots, saying, Fight 
neither with small nor great, save 
only with the king of Israel. 

32 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jchosha- 
phat, that they said, Surely it is the 
ting of Israel. And they turned 
aside to fight against him; and Jc- 
hoshaphat cried out. 

33 And it came to pass, when the 
oaptains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, 
that they turned hack from pursuing 
him. 

34 And a certain man drew a how 
at a venture, and smote the king 
of Israel hetween the joints of the 
harness ; wherefore he Bnid unto the 
driver of his chariot, Turn thine 
hand, and carry me out of the host; 
for I am wounded. 

35 And the battle increased that 
day; and the king was stayed up in 
bis ohariot against the Syrians, and 
died at even; and the hlood ran out 
of the wound into the midst of the 
ohariot. 

36 And there went a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying, Every man 
to Mb oity, and every man to his own 
oountry. 

37 So the king died, and was 
hronght to Samaria; and they bnried 
the king in Samaria. 

38 And one washed the chariot in 
the pool of Samaria; and the dogs 
licked up his blood; and they washed 
his armour; according unto the word 
of the Lord whioh be spake. 

39 Now the rest of the acts of 
Ahah, and all that he did, and the 
ivory house which he made, and all 
the cities that he built, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Israel ? 

40 So Ahah slept with hie fathers; 
and Ahaziah his son reigned in bis 
stead. 

41 And Jehosbaphat the son of 


Asa began to reign over Judah in the 
fourth yrur of Ahab king of Israel. 

42 Jehosbaphat was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign; 
and he reigned twenty and five years 
in Jerusalem. And his mother's 
name was Azubah the daughter of 
Shilhi. 

43 And be walked in all the ways 
of Asa his father; lie turned not 
aside from it, doing that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord; never¬ 
theless the high places were not 
taken away ; for the people offered 
and humt incense yet in the high 
places. 


44 And Jehoehaphat made peace 
with the king of Israel. 

45 Now the rest of the acts of Jc- 
hoshapbat, and his might that he 
showed, and how he warred, are they 
not written in the book of the Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Judah ? 

46 And the remnant of the sodom¬ 
ites, which remained in the days of 
his-father Asa, he took out of the 
land. 

47 There was then no king in 
Edom ; a deputy was king. 

48 Jehoshaphat made ships of 
Tharshish to go to Ophir for gold; 
hut they went not; for the ships 
were broken at Eeion-geher. 

49 Then said Ahaziah the sou of 
Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, Let my ser¬ 
vants go with thy servants in the 
ships. But Jehoshaphat would not. 

50 And Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fa¬ 
thers in the oity of David his father; 
and Jehoram his son reigned in his 
stead. 

51 Ahaziah the sou of Ahah hegan 
to reign over Israel in Samaria the 
seventeenth year of Jehoshaphatking 
of Judah, and reigned two years over 
Israel. 

52 And he did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and walked in the way 
of bis father, and in the way of his 
mother, and in the way of Jerohoam 
the son of Nehat, who made Israel 
to sin; 

53 For he served Baal, and wor¬ 
shipped him, and provoked to anger 
the Lord God of Israel, acoording to 
all that his father had done. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Moab rtbelleih — Elijah bringdh fire from 
heaven upon the captaina—He telleth the 
king of hit death, 

HEN Moab robclled against Ib- 
ruel after the doath of Ahab. 

2 And Ahaziab fell down through 
a lattice in his upper chamber that 
was in Samaria, and was sick; and 
he sent messengers, and said unto 
them, Go, inquire of Baal-zcbub the 
god of Ekron whether I shall recover 
of this disease. 

3 But tbe a n gel of the Lord Baid to 
Elijah the Tisbbite, Arise, go up to 
meet tho messengers of tho king of 
Samaria, and say unto them, Is it 
not beoause there is not a God in 
Israel, that ye go to inquire of Baal- 
zebub the god of Ekron ? 

4 Now therefore thus saith the 
Lord, Thou ehalt not oome down 
from that bed on which thou art 
gone up, but shalt surely dio. And 
Elijah doparted. 

5 And when the messengers turned 
haok unto him, he said unto them, 
Why are ye now turned back ? 

6 And they said uuto him, There 
oame a man up to meet us, and said 
unto ub, Go, turn again unto the 
king that sent you, and Bay unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord, Is it not 
because there is not a God in Israel, 
that thou sendest to inquire of Baal- 
sebub the god of Ekron ? therefore 
thou Bhalt not come down from that 
bed on whioh thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. 

7 And he said unto them, What 
manner of man was ho whioh came 
up to meet you, and told yon these 
wordB ? 

8 And they answered him, He was 
a hairy man, and girt with a girdle 
of leather about his loins. And he 
said. It ib Elijah the Tishbite. 

9 Then the king sent onto him a 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And 
he wont up to him; and, behold, he 
sat on tho top of a hill. And he 
spake QDto him, Thou man of God, 
tne king hath said, Come down. 

10 And Elijah answered and said 
to the captain of fifty, If I be man 


1 of God, then lot fire oomo down oat 
, of heaven and consume theo and thy 
fifty. And there aamo down fire out 
of heaven, and consumed him and 
his fifty. 

11 Again also he sent unto him 
another captain of fifty with his fifty. 
And ho answered and said unto him, 
0 man of God, thus hath the king 
said, Come down quickly. 

12 And Elijah answered and said 
unto them, If I bo a man of God, 
let fire come down out of heaven, 
and connume thee and thy fifty, 
And the fire of God came down out 
of heaven, and consumed him and 
his fifty. 

13 And he sent again a captain of 
the third fifty with his fifty. And 
the third captain of fifty went up, 
and came and fell on his knees be¬ 
fore Elijah, and besought him, and 
said unto him, 0 man of God, I pray 
thee, lot my life, and the life of these 
fifty thy servants, be preoious in thy 
sight. 

14 Behold, there oame fire down 
out of heaven, and burnt up the two 
captains of the former fifties with 
their fifties; therefore let my life 
now be precious in thy sight. 

15 And the angel of tho Lord said 
unto Elijah, Go down with him; be 
not afraid of him. And he arose, 
and went down with him unto the 
king. 

16 And he aaid unto him, Thus saith 
tbe Lord, Forasmuoh as tbou haBt 
sent messengers to inqairo of Baal- 
zebub the god of Ekron, is it not 
beoause there is no Qod in Israel to 
inquire of his word ? therefore thou 
shalt not oome down off that bed on 
whioh thou art gone up, but shalt 
surely die. 

17 So he died according to the word 
of the Lord whioh Elijah lad spoken. 
And Jehoram reigned in his stead, in 
the seoond year of Jehoram tho son 
of Jehoshaphat king of Judah; be 
cause he had no son. 

18 Now the rest of the acts of 
Ahaziab whioh he did, are they not 
written in the book of the Chroniolei 
of the kings of Israel? 

4)8 
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CIIAPTER II. 

Elijah divideth Jordan, and it taken up into 

heaven — Elijah't mantle—The young pro¬ 
phets—Elisha healeth the waters—Bears 

destroy the children that mocked Elisha, 
ND it came to pass, when the 
Lord would take up Elijah into 
hcavon by a whirlwind, that Elijah 
went with Elisha from Gilgal. 

2 And Elijah said unto Elieha, 
Tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lord 
hath sent me to Beth-el. And Elisha 
said unto him, As the Lord liveth, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee. So they went down to 
Beth-el. 

3 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Belh-el eame forth to Elisha, 
and said unto him, Knowest thou 
that the Lord will take away thy 
master from thy head to day ? And 
he said, Yea, I know it; hold ye 
your peace. 

4 And Elijah said unto him, Eli¬ 
sha, tarry here, I pray thee; for the 
Lord hath sent me to Jericho. And 
he Baid, As the Lord liveth, and as 
thy bouI liveth, I will not leave thee. 
So they came to Jericho. 

6 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Jericho came to Elisha, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that 
the Lord will take away thy master 
from thy head to-day ? And he an¬ 
swered, Yea, I know it; hold ye your 
peace. 

0 And Elijah said nnto him, Tarry, 
I pray thee, here; for the Lord hath 
sent me to Jordan. And he said, As 
the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. And 
they two went on. 

7 And fifty men of the sons of the 
prophetB wont, and stood to view afar 
off; and they two stood by Jordan. 

8 And Elijah took his mantle, and 
wrapped it together, and smote the 
waters, and they were divided hither 
and thither, so that they two went 
over on dry ground. 

9 And it came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that Elijah said unto 
Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, 
before I be taken away from thee. 
And Elisha said, I pray thee, let a 
double portion of thy spirit bo upon 
me. 

10 And he said, Thou hast asked 
a hard thing; nevertheless, if thon 
see me when I am taken from thee, 


it shall be so unto thee; hat if not, 
it shall not be so. 

11 And it catne to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked, that, behold, 
there appeared a chariot of fire, and 
horses of fire, and parted them both 
asunder; and Elijah went up by a 
whirlwind into heaven. 

12 And Elisha saw it, and he cried, 
My father, my father, the chariot of 
Israel, and the horsemen thereof! 
And he saw him no more; and he 
took hold of his own clothes, and 
rent them in two pieces. 

13 He took up also the mantle of 
Elijah that fell from him, and went 
back, and stood by the bank of Jor¬ 
dan. 

14 And he took tho mantle of Eli¬ 
jah that fell from him, and Bmote 
the waters, and said, Where is the 
Lord God of Elijah? And when he 
also had smitten the waters, thev 
parted hither and thither; and Eli¬ 
sha went over. 

15 And when the sons of the pro¬ 
phets which were to view at Jericho 
saw him, they said, The spirit o' 
Elijah doth rest on Elisha. And 
they came to meet him, and bowel 
themselves to the ground before him 

10 And they said unto him, Be 
hold now, there be with thy servant* 
fifty strong men; let them go, we 
pray thee, and seek thy master; 
lest peradventure the Spirit of ttn 
Lord hath taken him up, and cast 
him upon some mountain, or iDt<> 
some valley. And he said, Ye abat* 
not send. 

17 And when they urged him till 
he was ashamed, he said, Send. Tbcv 
sent therefore fifty men; and thev 
sought three days, but found him 
not. 

18 And when they came again to 
him, (for he tarried at Jericho,) he 
said unto them, Did I not say unto 
you, Go not ? 

19 And the men of the city said 
unto Elisha, Behold, I pray thee, the 
situation of this city is pleasant, as 
my lord eeeth; but the water is 
naught, and the ground barren. 

20 And he said, Bring mo a new 
cruse, and put salt therein. And 
they brought it to him. 

21 And he went forth unto th« 
spring of the waters, and oast th* 
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•Bit Id there, and said, Thus saith 
the Lord, I havo healed these waters; 
there shall not bo from thence any 
more death or barren land. 

22 So the waters were healed unto 
this day, according to the Baying of 
Elisha which ho spake. 

23 And he went up from thence 
unto Bcth-cl; and as he was going 
up by the way, thero carao forth little 
children out of the city, and mocked 
him, and said unto him, Go up, thou 
bald head ; go up, thou bald head. 

24 And he turned bock, and looked 
on them and cursed them in tho 
name of he Lord. And there oame 
forth two she bears out of the wood, 
and tare forty and two ohildrcn of 
them. 

25 And he went from thence to 
mount Carmel, and from thence he 
returned to Samaria. 

CHAPTER III. 

Jehoram's reign—Mexha rebelUth—Elisha 

obtaineth water—The MoaJbiLtx overcome ,— 

The lring of Moab raieeth the siege. 

OW Jehoram the aon of Ahnb 
began to reign over Israel in 
Samaria in tho eighteenth year of 
JehoBbapbat king of Judah, and 
reigned twelvo years. 

2 And he wrought evil in tho Bight 
of tho Lord ; but not like his father, 
and like hie mother; for he put away 
the image of Baal thal his father had 
made. 

3 Nevertheless he oleaved unto the 
sins of Jeroboam tho boo of Nobat, 
whioh made Israol to sin ; he departed 
not therefrom. 

4 And Mosbn king of Moab was 
a eheepmastor, and rendered unto 
tho king of Israel a hundred thou¬ 
sand Iambs, and a hundrod thousand 
rams, with the wool. 

5 But it oamo to pass, when Ahah 
was dead, that the xiDg of Moab re¬ 
belled against the king of Israel. 

6 And king Jehoram wont out of 
Samaria the same time, and num¬ 
bered all Israol. 

7 And be went and sont to Joho9ha- 
nhat tho king of Judah, saying, 
The king of Moab hath rebelled 
against mo; wilt thou go with me 
against Moab to battlo? And he 
said, I will go up ; I am as thou art, 
my people an thy people, and my 
hones as thy horsos. 


8 And he said, Whioh way shall we 
go up? And ho answered, The way 
through the wilderness of Edom. 

0 So the king of Israel went, and 
the king of Judah, and the king 
of Edom; and they fetohed a com¬ 
pass of seven days' journey; and 
there was no water for the host, and 
for the oattle that followed them. 

10 And the king of Israel said, 
Alas ! that the Lord hath called these 
three kings together, to deliver them 
into the hand of Moab ! 

11 But Jchoshaphftt said, la there 
not here a prophet of the Lord, that 
we may inquire of the Lord by him 7 
And one of the king of Israel's ser¬ 
vants answered and said, Here is Eli¬ 
sha the eon of Shaph&t, which pour¬ 
ed water on the hands of Elijah. 

12 And Jehoshaphat said, The word 
of tho Lord is with him. So the king 
of Israel and Jehoshaphat and the 
king of Edom went down to him. 

13 And Elisha said unto the king 
of Israel, What have I to do with 
thee? gel thee to the prophets of thy 
father, and to the propnets of thy 
molher. And the king of Israel said 
unto him. Nay; for the Lord hath 
called these three kings together, to 
deliver them into the hand of Moab. 

14 And Elisha said. As tho Lord 
of hostB liveth, before whom I stand, 
surely, were it not that I regard the 

reeence of Jehoshaphat (he king of 
udnh, I would not look toward thee, 
nor sec thee. 

15 But now bring me a minstrel. 
And it came to pass, when the min- 
strol played, that the hand of the 
Lord oame upon him. 

16 And he said, Thus saith the Lord, 
Make this valloy full of ditohes. 

17 For thus saith the Lord, Yo shall 
not see wind, neither shall ye ace 
rain; yet that valley shall be filled 
with water, that ye may drink, both 
ye, and your oattle, and your beasts. 

18 And this is but a light thing in 
the sight of the Lord; he will deliver 
tho Moabites also into your hand. 

19 And ye shall smite every fenoed 
oity, and every ohoice city, and shall 
fell every good troo, and stop all 
wells of water, and mar every good 
piece of land with stones. 

20 And it oamo to pass in the 
morning, when the meat offering was 
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offered, that, behold, there came wa¬ 
ter by the way of Edom, and the 
country was filled with water. 

21 And when all the Moahites heard 
that the kings were come up to fight 
against them, they gathered all that 
were able to put on armour, and up¬ 
ward, and stood in the border. 

22 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and the sun shone upon the 
water, and the Moahites saw the wa¬ 
ter on the other side as red as blood; 

23 And they said, This is blood; 
the kings are surely slain, and they 
have smitten one another; now there¬ 
fore, Moab, to the spoil. 

24 And when they came to the camp 
of Israel, the Israelites rose up and 
smote the Moabites, so that they fled 
before them; hut they went forward 
Bmiting the Moabites, even in their 
country. 

25 And they beat down the cities, 
and on every good piece of land cast 
every man his stone, and filled it; 
and they stopped all the wells of wa¬ 
ter, and felled all the good trees; only 
in Kir-hamscth left they the stones 
thereof; howboit the slingers went 
about it, and smote it. 

26 And when the king of Moab saw 
that the battle was too sore for him, 
he took with him seven hundred men 
that drew swords, to break through 
even unto the king of Edom; but 
they oould not. 

27 Then he took his eldest son 
that should have reigned in his Btead, 
and offered him for a burnt offering 
upon the wall. And there was great 
indignation against Israel; and they 
departed from him, and returned to 
their own land. 

CHAPTER IT. 

The widouft oil — The good Shunammite — 

The deadly pottage — The twenty loaves . 
OW there cried a certain woman 
of the wives of the sons of tho 
prophets unto Elisha, 6aying, Thy 
servant my husband is dead; and 
thou knowest that thy servant did 
fear the Lord; and the oreditor is 
come to take nnto him my two sons 
to be bondmen. 

2 And Elisha said nnto her, What 
shall I do for thee? tell me, what 
hast thou in the house? And Bhe 
said, Thine hand-maid hath not any 
thing in tho house, save a pot of oil. 


3 Then he said, Go, borrow the* 
vessels abroad of all thy neighbours, 
eveD empty vessels ; borrow not a few 

4 And when thou art come in, thou 
shalt shut the door upon thee and 
upon thy sons, and shalt pour out 
into all those vessels, and thou shall 
set aside that which is fall. 

5 So she went from him, and shut 
tho door upon her and upon her son*, 
who brought the vessels to her; a&d 
she poured out. 

6 And it came to pass, when tb» 
vessels were full, that she said unt 
her son, Bring me yet a vessel. And 
he said unto her, There is not a ves¬ 
sel more. And the oil stayed. 

7 Then she came and told the tuur. 
of God. And he said, Go. sell thr 
oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou 
and thy children of the rest. 

S And it fell on a day, that Elisha 
passed to Shunem, where was a great 
woman; and she constrained him r<- 
eat bread. And so it was, that, 
oft as he passed by, ho turned u. 
thither to eat bread. 

9 And ebe said unto her husband. 
Behold now, I perceive that this is a 
holy man of God, which passeth by 
us continually. 

10 Let us make a little chamber, 1 
pray thee, on the wall; and let us sH 
for him there a bed, and a table, and 
a stool, and a candlestick; and .( 
shall be, when he cometh to us, tb»t 
he shall turn in thither. 

11 And it fell on a day, that be 
came thither, and he turned into the 
chamber, and lay there. 

12 And he said to Gehaei his aer 
rant, Call this Shunammite. And 
when he had called her, she stn<‘ I 
before him. 

13 And he said unto him, Say n>w 
unto her, Behold, thou hast be**" 
careful for us with all this oare; 
what is to be done for thee; wouldesi 
thou be spoken for to the king, or lu 
the captain of the host? And *Lv 
answered, I dwell among mine own 
people. 

14 And ho said. What then is to be 
done for her ? And Gchazi answered, 
Verily she hath no ohild, and her 
husband is old. 

15 And he said. Call her. And 
whon he had oallod her, she stood Id 
the door. 
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10 And he said, About this season, 
according to the time of life, thou 
■halt embrace a son. And she said, 
Nay, my lord, thou man of Qod, do 
not lie unto thino hand-maid. 

17 And the woman oonoeivod, and 
bare a son at that season that Elisha 
had said unto her, nooording to the 
time of life. 

18 And when the obild was grown, 
It fell on a day, that he went out to 
his father to the reapers. 

19 And he said unto hie father, 
My head, my head! And he said to 
a lad, Carry him to his mother. 

20 And when he had taken him, 
and brought him to his mother, be 
Bat on hor kueea till noon, and then 
died. 

21 And she went np, and laid him 
on the hed of the man of Qod, and 
shut the door upon him, and went 
out. 

22 And she oalled nnto her hus¬ 
band, and said, Send me, I pray 
thee, one of tho young men, and one 
of the asses, that I may ran to the 
man of God, and oome again. 

23 And he said, Wherefore wilt 
thou go to him to-day ? it is neither 
new moon, nor sabbath. And she 
said, It shall he well. 

24 Then sho saddled an ass, and 
said to her servant, Drivo, and go 
forward; slack not thy riding forme, 
exoept I bid tbee. 

25 So she went and came unto the 
man of God to mount Carmel. And 
it came to pass, when the man of 
God saw her afar off, that he said to 
Gehazi his servant, Behold, yonder is 
that Sbunammite; 

20 Run now, I pray theo, to meet 
her, and say onto hor. Is it well with 
thee? is it well with fhy husband? is 
it woll with the child? and sho an¬ 
swered, It is well. 

27 And when she came to the man 
of God to the hill, she oaught him by 
the feot; but Gehazi oame near to 
thrust her away. And the man of 
God said, Let her alone; for her soul 
Is voxod within her; and the Lord 
hath hin U from me, and hath not 
told mo. 

28 Then she said, Bid I desire a 
son of my lord ? did I not say, Do 
not deoet'e me? 

29 Then he said to Gehazi, Gird up 
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thy loin9, and take my staff In ihine 
hand, and go thy way; if thou meet 
any man, salute him not; and if any 
salute thee, answer him not again; 
and lay my staff upon the face of the 
child. 

30 And the mother of the child said, 
As the Lord liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee. And he 
arose, and followed her. 

31 And Gehazi passed on before 
them, and laid the staff upon the 
face of the child; but there was nei¬ 
ther voice, nor hearing. Wherefore 
he went again to meet him, and told 
him, saying, The child is not awaked. 

32 And when Elisha was come into 
the house, behold, the ohild was dead, 
and laid upon his bod. 

33 Be went in thereforo, and shut 
the door upon them twain, and prayed 
unto tho Lord. 

34 And he went up, and lay upon 
tho obild, and put nis mouth upon 
his mouth, and his eyos upon bis 
eyes, and his hands upon his hands; 
and he stretched himself upon the 
child; and the flesh of the child 
waxed warm. 

35 Then he returned and walked in 
the house to and fro; and wout up, 
and stretched himself upon him ; and 
tho ohild sneezed seven times, and 
the ohild opened his eyes. 

30 And he oalled Gehazi, and said, 
Call this Shunammite. So he called 
her. And when she was oomo in 
unto him, he said, Take up thy son. 

37 Thon she went in, and fell at 
his feet, and bowed herself to the 
ground, and took up her son, and 
went out. 

38 And Elisha oame again to Gil- 
gal; and there was a dearth in the 
land; and the sons of the prophets 
were sitting before him; and he said 
unto his servant, Set on the great 
pot, and seethe pottage for the sons 
of the prophets. 

39 And one went ont into the field 
to gather herbs, and found a wild 
vino, and gathered thereof wild 
gourds his lap full, and oame and 
shred them into the pot of pottage i 
for they knew them not. 

40 So they poured out for the men 
to eat. And it oame to pass, as they 
were eating of the pottage, that they 
oried out, and said, 0 thou man of 
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God, there is death In the pot. And 
they could not eat thereof. 

41 But he said, Then bring meal. 
And he cast it into the pot; and he 
said, Pour out for the people, that 
they may eRt. And there waa no 
harm in the pot. 

42 And there came a man from 
Baal-ehalisba, and hrought the man 
of God hread of the first-fruits, 
twenty loaves of harley, and fall ears 
of corn in the husk thereof. And he 
said, Give nnto the people, that they 
may eat. 

43 And his servitor said, What, 
should I set this hefore a hundred 
men? He said again, Give the peo¬ 
ple, that they may eat; for thus 
saith the Lord, They shall oat, and 
shall leave thereof. 

44 So he set it hefore them, and 
they did eat, and left thereof, accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord. 

CHAPTER V. 

Naaman cured of hit leprosy—Gehazi smit¬ 
ten with leprosy. 

OW Naaman, captain of the 
host of the king of Syria, was 
a great man with his master, and 
honourable, because by him the Lord 
had given deliverance unto Syria; 
he was also a mighty mao in valour, 
but he was a leper. 

2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
companies, and had hrought away 
oaptive out of the land of Israel a 
little maid : and she waited on Naa- 
man’s wife. 

3 And she said unto her mistress, 
Would God my lord were with the 
prophet that is in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of his leprosy. 

4 And one went in, and told his 
lord, saying, Thus and thus said the 
maid that is of the land of Israel. 

5 And tbe king of Syria said, Go 
to, go, and I will eond a letter unto 
the king of Israel. And he departed, 
and took with him ten talents of sil¬ 
ver, and six thousand pieces of gold, 
and ten ohanges of raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Israel, saying. Now when 
this letter is oome unto thee, behold, 
I have therewith sent Naaman my 
servant to thee, that thou mayest re¬ 
cover him of his leprosy. 

7 And it oame to pass, when the 
king of Israel had read the letter. 


that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Am I God, to kill and to make alive, 
that this man doth send unto me to 
recover a man of his leprosy ? 'Where¬ 
fore consider, I pray you. and see 
how he seeketh a quarrel against me. 

8 And it was so, when Elisha the 
man of God had heard that the king 
of Israel had rent his clothes, that he 
sent to the kiDg, eayiDg, Wherefon 
hast thou rent thy clothes? let hiui 
come now to me, and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in Israel. 

9 So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at 
the door of the house of Elisha. 

10 And Elisha sent a messenger 
unto him, saying, Go and wash in 
Jordan seven times, and thy flesh 
shall come again to thee, and thou 
shalt he clean. 

11 But Naamau was wroth. ami 
went away, and said, Behold, I 
thought, He will surely come out !•> 
me, and stand, and call od the name of 
the Lord his God, and strike his haud 
over the place, and recover the leper 

12 Are not Abana and rharpar, 
rivers of Damascus, better than all 
the waters of Israel? may I not wash 
in them, and he clean? So he turned 
and went away in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said. My father, 
if the prophet had bid thee do some 
great thing, wouldest thou not ha^c 
done it? how much rather then, 
when he saith to thee, Wash, and he 

I clean ? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, ac 
cording to the saying of the man of 
God: and his flesh came again like 
unto the flesh of a little child, and be 
was clean. 

15 And he returned to the man of 
God, he and all his company, and 
oame, and stood hefore him; and he 
said, Behold, now I know that there 
is no God in all the earth, but in 
Israel; now therefore, I pray thee, 
tako a blessing of thy servant. 

16 But he said, As the Lord liveth, 
before whom I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take it; 
but he refused. 

17 And Naaman said. Shall there 
not then, I pray thee, be given to thy 
servant two mules' burden of earth? 
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for thy servant will henceforth offer 
neither burnt offering nor Baorifice 
unto other gods, but unto the Lord. 

18 In this thing tho Lord pardon 
thy servaut, that when ray master 
goeth into the house of Rimmon to 
worship there, and he Icaneth on my 
hand, and I bow myself in the house 
of Rimraou; whon I bow down my¬ 
self in tho house of Rimmon, tho 
Lord pardon thy servanlin this thing. 

19 And he said unto him, Go in 
peace. So he departed from him a 
little way. 

20 But Gehazi, the servant of Elisha 
the man of God, said, Behold, my 
rnastor hath spared Naaman this 
Syrian, in not receiving at bis hands 
that which he brought; hut, as the 
Lord liveth, I will run after him, and 
take somewhat of him. 

21 So Gehazi followed after Naaman. 
And when Naaman saw him running 
after him, be lighted down from the 
ohariot to meet him, and said, Is all 
well ? 

22 And he said, All is well. My 
master hath sent me, saying, Behold, 
even now thero bo come to me from 
mount Ephraim two young men of 
the Bons of tho prophols ; give them, 
I pray thee, a talent of silver, and 
two changes of garments. 

23 And Naaman said, Be contont, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in two 
hags, with two ohangcB of garments, 
and laid them upon two of his ser¬ 
vants ; and thoy bare them beforo 
them. 

24 And when he oame to the towor, 
ho took them from their hand, aud 
hestowed them in the house; and he 
let the moo go, and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and stood boforo 
his master. And Elisha said unto 
him, Whonoe comoat thou, Gehazi? 
And he said, Thy servant went no 
whither. 

n 20 And he said unto him, Went not 
mine heart with thoe, when the man 
turned again from his ohariot to meet 
theo ? Is it a time to reocive money, 
and to rcceivo garments, and olive- 
yards, and vlnoyards, and sbcop, and 
oxen, and men-servants, and maid¬ 
servants ? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Naaman 
shall oloave unto thee, and unto thy 


seed for ever. And he went out 
from his presence a leper as white as 
snow. 

CHAPTER VL 

Elisha causcth iron to swim—He discloseth 

the. king of Syria! t counsel—The amj 

smitten with blindness — Women eat their 

own children. 

ND the sons of the prophets paid 
unto Elisha, Behold now, the 
place where wo dwell with thee is 
too strait for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto 
Jordan, and take thence every man a 
beam, and let us make us a place 
there, where we may dwell. Aud he 
answored, Go ye. 

3 And one said, Be content, I pray 
thee, and go with thy servants. And 
be answered, I will go. 

4 So be went with them. And when 
they came to Jordan, they cut down 
wood. 

5 But as one was felling a beam, 
the axc-hend fell into tho water; and 
ho cried, and said, Alas, master! for 
it was borrowed. 

0 And the man of God said, Where 
fell it? And he showed him the 
place. And he out down a stick, and 
cast it in thither; and the iron did 
swim. 

7 Therefore said he, Take it up to 
thee. And he put out his hand, and 
took it. 

6 Then the king of Syria warred 
against Israel, and took oounsel with 
hie servants, saying, In such and 
such a place shall be my camp. 

9 And the man of God sent unto 
the king of Israel, saying, Beware 
that thou pass not such a place; for 
thither the Syrians are come down. 

10 And the king of Israel sont to 
the place which the man of God told 
him and warned him of, and saved 
himself there, not once nor twice. 

11 Therefore the heart of the king 
of Syria was sore troubled for this 
thing; and he called his servants, 
and said unto them, Will ye not show 
mo whioh of us is for the king of 
Israol ? 

12 And one of his servants said, 
None, my lord, 0 king; hat Elisha, 
the prophot that is in Israel, lelloth 
the king of Israel the words that 
thou speakest in thy bed-ohambor. 

13 And ho said. Go and spy wbero 
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he ie, that I may send and fetch him. 
\nd it was told him, saying, Behold, 
he is in Dothan. 

14 Therefore sent he thither horses, 
and chariots, and a great host; and 
they came by night, and compassed 
tho city about. 

15 And when the servant of the 
man of God was risen early, and gone 
forth, behold, & host compassed the 
oity both with horses ana ohariote. 
And his servant said unto him, Alas, 
my master! how shall we do? 

16 And he answered, Fear not; for 
they that be with us are more than 
they that he with them. 

17 And Elisha prayed, and said, 
Lord, I pray thee, open his eyes, that 
he may see. And the Lord opened 
the eyes of the yonng man; and he 
saw; and, behold, the mountain was 
fall of horses and chariots of fire 
round about Elisha. 

18 And when they came down to 
him, Elisha prayed unto the Lord, 
and said, Smite this people, I pray 
thee, with blindness. And he smote 
them with blindness according to the 
word of Elisha. 

19 And Elisha said unto them, This 
Is not the way, neither is thi9 the 
oity; follow me; and I will bring 
you to the man whom ye seek. But 
he led them to Samaria. 

20 And it came to pass, when they 
were come into Samaria, that Elisha 
said. Lord, open the eyes of these 
men that they may see. And the 
Lord opened their eyes, and they 
saw; and, behold, they were in the 
midst of Samaria. 

21 And the king of Israel said unto 
Elisha, when he saw them, My father, 
shall I smite them? shall I smite 
them ? 

22 And he answered, Thou shalt 
not smite them; wouldest thou smite 
those whom thou hast taken captive 
with thy sword and with thy bow ? 
set bread and water before thorn, that 
they may eat and drink, and go to 
their master. 

23 And he prepared groat provision 
for them ; and when they had eaten 
and drunk, he sent them away, and 
they went to their master. So the 
bands of Syria oame no more into 
the land of Israel. 

24 And it oame to pass after this. 


thatBen-hadad kingofSyriagathered 
all his host, and went up, and besieged 
Samaria. 

25 And thero was a great famine in 
Samaria; and, behold, they besieged 
it, until an ass’s head was sold for 
four-score pieces of silver, and the 
fourth part of a cab of dove’s dung 
for five pieces of silver. 

26 Ana as the king of Israel wn* 
passing hy upon the wall, there cried 
a woman unto him, saying, Help, el > 
lord, 0 king. 

27 And he said, If the Lord do nol 
help theo, whence shall I help thee? 
out of the barn-floor, or out of lli.- 
wine-press ? 

28 And the king said onto her, 
What aileth thee ? And she answered. 
This woman said unto me, Give thy 
son, that we may eat him to-day, and 
we will eat my son to-morrow. 

29 So we boiled my son, and did 
eat him ; and I said unto her on (be 
next day, Give thy son, that we mny 
eat him ; and she hath hid her son. 

30 And it came to pass, when tin 
king heard the words of the woman, 
that he rent his clothes ; and be passed 
by upon the wall, and the peojd 
looked, and, behold, he had sackcloth 
within upon his flesh. 

31 Then he said, God do so an l 
more also to me, if the head of Elisha 
the eon of Shaphat shall stand on 
him this day. 

32 But Elisha sat in his house, and 
the elders sat with him; and (hi 
king sent a man from before him . 
but ere the messenger came to him. 
he said to t v e elders, See yo how thi* 
son of a murderer hath sent to tak*- 
away mine head ? look, when tho 
messenger cometh, shut the door, 
and hold him fast at the door; i* 
not the sound of his master's fee! 
behind him ? 

33 And while he yet talked with 
them, behold, the messenger came 
down unto him; and he said Bo- 
hold, this evil is of the Lord ; whst 
should I wait for the Lord aoy 
longer ?

ihaJl b measure of fine flour be sold 
for a shekel, and two measures of 
barley for a shekel, iu the gate of 
BamAria. 

2 Then a lord on whose hand the 
king leaned answered the man of 
God, and said, Behold, if the Lord 
would make windows in heaven, 
might this thing be? And he said, 
Behold, thou shalt see it with thine 
eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 

3 And there were four leprous men 
at the entering in of the gate; and 
they Baid one to another, Why sit we 
here until we die ? 

4 If wo say, We will enter into the 
oity, then the famine is in tho city, 
and we shall dio there; and if wo sit 
still here, we die also. Now there¬ 
fore come, and let ns fall unto the 
host of the Syrians; if they save us 
alive, we shall live ; and if they bill 
ns, wc shall but die. 

6 And they rose up in the twilight, 
to go unto the camp of the Syrians; 
and when they wore come to the ut¬ 
termost part of the camp of Syria, 
behold, there was no man there. 

0 For the Lord had made the host 
of the Syrians to hear a noise of 
ohariots, and a noise of horses, evon 
tho noise of a great host; and they 
said one to another, Lo, the king of 
Israel hath hired against us the kings 
of the Hiltilcs, and tho kings of the 
Egyptians, to come upon us. 

7 Whoroforo thoy arose and fled in 
the twilight, and left their tents, and 
their horses, and their asses, even the 
camp ab it was, and fled for their life. 

8 And when these lepers oame to 
the uttermost part of the camp, they 
went into one tent, and did eat and 
drink, and carried thenoe silver, and 
gold, and raiment, and went and hid 
it; and oame again, and enterod into 
another tont, and carried thenoe also, 
and wont and hid it. 

0 Thon they said one to another, 
We do not well; this day is a day of 
good tidings, and we hold our peace ; 
if we tarry till the morning light, 
some mischief will come upon us; 
now therefore oome, that we may go 
and tell the king's household. 

10 So they oame and oalled unto 
the porter of the oity ; and they told 
them, saying, We oame to the oamp 
of the Syrians, and, behold, there 
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web no man there, neither voloo of 
man, but horses tied, and asses tied, 
and the tents as they were. 

11 Anil he called tho porters; and 
they told it to the king's house 
within. 

12 And tho king arose in tho night, 
and said unto his servants, I will now 
show you what the Syrians have done 
tons. They know that wc be hungry; 
therefore are they gone out of the 
camp to hide themselves in the fi%ld, 
saying, When thoy come out of the 
city, wo shall catch them alive, and 
get into the city. 

13 And one of his servants answored 
and said, Let some take, I pray thee, 
five of the horses that remain, which 
are left hi the city, (behold, they are 
as all the multitude of Israel that are 
left in it; behold, I say, they are 
even as all the multitude of the Is¬ 
raelites that are consumed ;) and let 
us send and see. 

14 They took therefore two chariot 
horses; and the king sent after the 
host of the Syrians, raying, Go and see. 

15 And they went after them unto 
Jordan ; and, lo, all the way was full 
of garments and vessels, which the 
Syrians had oast away in their haste. 
And the messengers returned, and 
told the king. 

10 And the people went out, and 
spoiled the tents of the Syrians. So 
a measuro of fine flour was sold for 
a shekel, and two measures of harley 
for a shekel, according to the word 
of tho Lord. 

17 And the king appointed the lord 
on whose hand he leaned to have the 
oharge of the gate; and the people 
trodo upon him in tho gate, and he 
died, aB the man of God had said, 
who spake when the king oame down 
to him. 

18 And it came to pass as the man 
of God had spoken to the king, say¬ 
ing, Two measures of barley for a 
shekel, and a measure of fine flour 
for a shekel, shall be to-morrow about 
this time in the gate of 6nmaria; 

10 And Ib:il lord answered the man 
of God, and said, Now, behold, if the 
Lord should make windows in hea- 
von, might suah a thing bo? And he 
said, Behold, thou shalt see it with 
thine eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 
20 And so it fell out unto him; for 
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the people trode upon him in the 
gate, and he died. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The Shunammiie woman—Haeael IriUtLh his 
master , and eucceedeih Aim— Jehoram's 
wicked reign — Ahariah wu t c e e de lh Je/io- 
ram. 

T HEN Bpake EliBha unto the wo¬ 
man, whose eon he had restored 
to life, saying, Arise, and go thou 
and thine household, and sojourn 
wheresoever thou canst sojourn ; for 
the Lord hath called for a famine ; 
and it shall also come upon the land 
seven years. 

2 And the woman arose, and did 
after the saying of the man of God; 
and she went with her household, and 
sojourned in the land of the Philis¬ 
tines seven years. 

3 And it oame to pass at the seven 
years’ end, that the woman returned 
out of the land of the Philistines; 
and she went forth to cry unto tho 
king for her house and for her land. 

4 And the king talked with Gehazi 
the servant of the man of God, say¬ 
ing, Tell me, I pray thee, all the great 
things that Elisha hath done. 

5 And it came to pass, as he was 
telling the king how he had restored 
a dead body to life, that, behold, the 
woman, whose son he had restored to 
life, oried to the king for her house 
and for her land. And Gehazi said, 
My lord, 0, king, this is the woman, 
and this is her son, whom Elisha re¬ 
stored to life. 

6 And when the king asked tho 
woman, she told him. So the king 
appointed unto her a certain officer, 
saying, Restore all that was hers, 
and all the fruits of the field since 
the day that she left the land, even 
until now. 

7 And Elisha oame to Damascus; 
and Ben-hadad tho king of Syria was 
sick; and it was told hitn, saying, The 
man of God is come hither. 

8 And the king said unto Uazacl, 
Tako a present in thino hand, and go, 
meet the man of God, and inquire 
of the Lord by him, saying, Shall I 
reoover of this disease ? 

9 So Haiael wont to meet him, 
and took a present with him, even of 
every good thing of Damascus, forty 
oamels’ burden, and came and stood 
before him, and said, Thy son Ben- 


hadad king of Syria hath sent me to 
thee, saying, Shall I recover of thli 
disease ? 

10 And Elisha said unto him, Thou 
wilt go, and say unto him, Thou 
mayest certainly recover; howbeit, 
the Lord hath showed me that he 
shall surely die. 

11 And he settled hie countenance 
steadfastly, until he was ashamed: 
and the man of God wept. 

12 And Ilazacl said, Why weepelb 
my lord? And he answered, Be¬ 
cause I know the evil that thou wilt 
do unto the children of Israel ; their 
strong holds wilt thou set on fire, and 
their young men wilt thou slay with 
the sword, and wilt dash their chil 
dren, and rip up their women with 
child. 

13 And Hazael said, But what, is 
thy servant a dog, that he should do 
this great thing? And Elisha an 
Bwered, The Lord hath showed rm- 
that thou shalt be king over Syria. 

14 So he departed from Elisha, and 
came to his master; who said to him. 
What said Elisha to thee ? And fa- 
answered, lie told me that thou 
shouldeat surely recover. 

15 And it came to pass on the mor 
row, that he took a thick cloth, and 
dipped it in water, and spread it on 
his face, so that he died; and Hazn< 1 
reigned in his stead. 

16 And in the fifth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel, Jehu 
shaphat being then king of Judah, 
Jchoram the son of Jchoshaphat kin^ 
of Judah began to reign. 

17 Thirty and two years old wa* 
he when he begau to reign ; and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

18 And ho walked in the wav of 

w 

the kings of Israel, as did the house 
of Ahab ; for the daughter of Ahab 
was his wife ; and be did evil in the 
eight of the Lord. 

19 Yet the Lord would not destroy 
Judah for David bis servant's sake, 
as he promised him to give him al 
ways a light, aud to hia children. 

20 In his days Edom revolted from 
under the hand of Judah, and made 
a king over themselves. 

21 So Joram went over to Zair, and 
all tho ahariots with him; and he 
rose by night, and smote the Edoui- 
itos which compassed him abou+, and

the oaptains of the chariots ; and the 
peoplo fled into their tents. 

22 Yet Edom revolted from under 
the hand of Judah unto this day. 
Then Libnob revolted at tho flame 
time 

23 And the reBt of the acta of Jo- 
ram, and all that he did, are they 
not written in tho book of the Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Judah? 

24 And Joram slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried with his fa¬ 
thers in tho city of David; and Aha- 
liah his son reigned in his stcud. 

25 In the twelfth year of Joram the 
eon of Ahab king of Israel did Aha- 
tiah the son of Jehoram king of Ju¬ 
dah begin to reign. 

26 Two and twenty yours old was 
Ahaziah when be began to reign; and 
bo reigned one year in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was AthA- 
liah, the daughter of Omri king of 
Israol. 

27 And ho walked in the way of 
the house of Ahab, and did evil in 
tho sight of the Lord, as did tho 
bouse of Ahab ; for he was the son- 
in-law of tbe house of Ahab. 

29 And he went with Joram the 
son of Ahab to tho war against 11a- 
zael king of Syria in Ramoth-gilcad; 
and tho Syrians wounded Joram. 

29 And king Joram wont hack to 
bo healed in Jezreel of the wounds 
whiab tho Syrians had given him 
at Ramah, when ho fought against 
Ilazael king of Syria. And Ahaziah 
the Bon of Jehoram king of Judah 
went down to soe Joram tho son of 
Ahab in Jezreel, because he was siok. 

CHAPTER IX. 

BUtha tmdeLh a young prophet to anoint 
Jehu—Jehu killeth Joram — Ahariah if 
slain—Jezebel eaten by dogs . 

ND Elisha tbe prophet oallod one 
of tbe children of tho prophots, 
and said unto him, Gird up thy loins, 
and take this box of oil in thine 
hand, and go to Rauioth-gilead; 

2 And when thou oomest thither, 
look out tbero Jehu the son of Jeho- 
shaphat the son of Nimshi, and go 
in, and make him arise up from 
among his brethren, and oarry him 
to an inner ohamber ; 

3 Then take the box of oil, and 
pour it on his bead, and say, Thus 
faith the Lord, I have anointed thee 


king over Israel. Then open the 
door, anJ flee, and tarry not. 

4 So the young man, even the young 
man the prophet, went to Ramoth- 
gilcad. 

5 And when he came, behold, the 
captains of the host were sitting; and 
he said, I have an errand to thee, 0 
captain. And Jehu said. Unto which 
of all us ? And ho said, To thee, 0 
captain. 

6 And he arose, and went into the 
house; aDd be poured the oil on his 
head, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, 1 have 
anointed thee king over the people 
of the Lord, even over Israel. 

7 And thou shalt smite the house 
of Ahab thy master, that I may 
avenge the blood of my servants the 
prophets, and the blood of All the 
florvants of the Lord, at the hand of 
Jezebel. 

8 For the whole house of Ahah 
shall perish ; and I will cut off from 
Ahab him that pisseth against the 
wall, and him that is shut up and 
lefL in Israel; 

9 And I will make the house of 
Ahab like the house of Jeroboam 
tbe son of Nebat, and like the house 
of Baasha the son of Ahijah ; 

10 And the dogs shall eat Jezebel 
in tho portion of Jezreel, and there 
shall be none to bury her. And he 
opened the door, and fled. 

11 Then Jehu caiue forth to the 
servants of his lord ; and one said 
unto him, la all well? wherefore 
came this mad fellow to thee ? And 
he said unto them, Ye know the man, 
and his oommunioation. 

12 And they SAid, It is false; tell 
us now. And ho said, Thu9 and thus 
spake he to me, sayiug, Thus saith 
tho Lord, I have anointed thee king 
over Israel. 

13 Then they hasted, and took 
evory man his garment, and put it 
under him on tbe top of the stairs, 
and blow with trumpets, saying, Jehu 
is king. 

14 So Jehu the son of Johoshaphat 
the son of Nimshi oonspired against 
Joram. (Now Joram had kopt Ro- 
moth-giload, he and all Israel, be¬ 
cause of Ilazael king of Syria; 

15 But king Jorum was returned to

18 6o there went one on horeohaok 
to meet him, and said, Thus saith 
the king. Is it peace? And Jehu 
said, What hast thon to do with 
peace? turn thee behind me. And 
the watchman told, saying, The mes¬ 
senger oame to them, but he oometh 
not again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on 
horseback, whioh came to them, and 
said, Thus saith the king, Is it peace? 
And Jehu answered, What hast thou 
to do with peace ? turn thee behind 
me. 

20 And the watchman told, saying, 
He oame even unto them, and cometh 
not again ; and the driving is like 
the driving of Jehn the son of Nim- 
shi; for he driveth fariously. 

21 And Joram said. Make ready. 
And his ohariot was made ready. 
And Joram' king of Israel and Aha- 
■iah king of Judah went out, each in 
his ohariot, and they went ont against 
Jehn, and met him in the portion of 
Naboth the Jezreelite. 

22 And it oame to pass, when Jo¬ 
ram saw Jehu, that be said, Is it 
peace, Jehn ? And he answered, 
What peace, so long &s the whore¬ 
doms of thy mother Jezebel and her 
witoherafts are so many ? 

23 And Joram turned his hands, 
and fled, and said to Ahaziah, There 
is treachery, 0 Ahaziah. 

24 And Jehn drew a bow with his 
full strength, and ttnote Jehoram be¬ 
tween his arms, and the arrow went 
ont at his heart, and he sunk down 
in his chariot. 

25 Then said Jehn to Bidkar his 
eaptain, Take np, and oast him in 


cast him into the plat of ground, a 
cording to the word of the Lord. 

27 But when Ahaziah the king 
Judah saw this, he fled by the way 
of the garden house. And Jehu f i 
lowed after him, and said. Smite bin 
also in the chariot. And they did

And he fled to Megidd', 
and died there. 

28 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his sepulchre with his

29 And in the eleventh year of Jo 
ram the son of Ahab began Ahaziah 
to reign over Judah. 

30 And when Jehn was come i < 
Jezreel, Jezebel heard of it: and shn 
painted her face, and tired her hcaJ. 
and looked out at a window. 

31 And as Jehu entered in at th- 
gate, she said. Had Zimri pe.i. 
who slew his master? 

32 And he lifted np his face to th** 
window, and said, Who is on m? 
Bide? who? And there looked out 
to him two or three eunuchs. 

33 And he said, Throw her down 
So they threw her down; and so in* 
of her blood was sprinkled on tlm 
wall, and on the horses; and 1' 
trode her under foot. 

34 And when be was come in, 
did eat and drink, and said, Go, k 
now this cursed woman, and biry 
her; for she is a king's daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her: hu< 
they found no more of her than lit* 
skull, and the feet, and the palms ■>! 
her bands. 

36 Wherefore they came again, nud 
told him. And he said, This is i 
word of the Lord, whioh he spake m 
his servant Elijah the Tishbite, any 
ing, In the portion of Jocrcel eh nil 
doge eat the flesh of Jezebel; 

37 And the oareasa of Jozebel shall 
be as dong upou the face of the field 
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Id the portion of Jeered; 00 that they 
shall not say, This is Jezebel. 

CHAPTER X. 

Seventy of A hah '8 children beheaded—Jehu 
dettroyeth the worthxppcrs of Baal—Har 
tael opprttaelh Israel. 

NX) Ahab had aeveDty bods in 
Samaria. And Jehu wrote let¬ 
ters, and sent to Samaria, unto the 
rulers of Jeered, to the elders, and 
to them that brought up Ahab’s ohil- 
drun, saying, 

2 Now as soon as this letter oometh 
to you, seeing your master's sons are 
with you, and there are with you 
chariots And horses, a fenoed city 
also, and armour; 

3 Look even out tho best and moet- 
est of your master's sons, and set him 
on his father’s throne, and fight for 
your master’s houso. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, 
and said, Behold, two kings stood not 
beforo him ,* how then shall we stand ? 

5 And he that was over the house, 
and he that wab over the city, the 
elders also, and the bringors up of 
tho ohildron, sent to Jehu, saying, 
We arc thy servants, and will do all 
that thou Blmlt bid us ; we will not 
make any king; do thou that which 
is good in thine eyes. 

0 Then he wrote a letter the Beoond 
time to them, saying. If ye be mine, 
and if ye will hearken unto my voice, 
take ye the heads of the men your 
master’s sons, and ootne to me to 
Jezreel by to-morrow this time. Now 
the king’s sons, being seventy per¬ 
sons, were with the groat men of the 
aity, whioh brought them up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
letter came to them, that they took 
the king's sons, and slew seventy 

ersons. and put their heads in bas- 
ots, and sent him them to Jezreel. 

8 And there came a messenger, and 
told him, saying, They have brought 
the heads of the king’s sons. And 
he said, Lay ye them in two hoaps 
at the entoring in of the gate until 
the morning. 

6 And it came to pass in the morn¬ 
ing, that he wont out, and stood, and 
said to all the people, Ye be right¬ 
eous ; bohold, I conspired against my 
master, and slew him; but who slew 
all these ? 

10 Enow now that there shall fall 
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unto tho earth nothing of the word 
of tho Lord, which the Lord spake 
concerning the house of Ahab; for 
the Lord hath done that which he 
spake by his servant Elijah. 

11 60 Jehu slow all that remained 
of the house of Ahab in Jezreel, and 
all his great men, and his kinsfolks, 
and his priests, until he left him none 
remaining. 

12 And he arose and departed, and 
came to Samaria. And as ho was 
at the sheariDg-house in the way, 

13 Jehu met with the brethren of 
Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, 
Who are ye? And they answered, 
We are the brethren of Ahaziah; 
and wo go down to salute the chil¬ 
dren of the king and tho children of 
tho quocn. 

14 And ho said, Take them alive. 
And they took them alive, and slew 
them at tho pit of the shearing-house, 
even two and forty men ; neither left 
ho any of them. 

15 And when he was departed 
thenoo, he lighted on Jehonadab the 
son of Reoh&b coming to moot him; 
and he saluted him, and said to him, 
Is thine heart right, as my heart is 
with thy heart? And Jehonadab 
answorod. It is. If it be, give me 
thine hand. And he gave him his 
hand; and he took him up to him 
into the chariot. 

16 And he said, Come with me, 
and see my zeal for the Lord. So 
they made him ride in his ohariot. 

17 And when he came to Samaria, 
he slew all that remained unto Ahab 
in Samaria, till he had destroyed 
him, aooording to the Baying of the 
Lord, which he spftke to Elijah. 

18 And Johu gathered all the peo¬ 
ple togother, and said unto them, 
Ahab served Baal a little; but Jehu 
shall serve him much. 

19 Now therefore call unto me all 
tho prophots of Baal, all his ser¬ 
vants, and all his priests; let none 
bo wanting; for 1 have a great 
saorifioe to do to Baal; whosoever 
shall be wanting, he shall not live. 
But Jehu did it in subtilty, to the 
intent that he might destroy the wor¬ 
shippers of Baal. 

20 And Jehu said, Proclaim a so¬ 
lemn assembly for Baal. And they 
proclaimed it. 
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21 And Jehu sent through all Is¬ 
rael ; aud all the worshippers of 
Baal came, so that there was not a 
mac left that came cot. And they 
came Into the house of Baal; and 
the house of Baal was full from one 
end to another. 

22 And he said unto him that was 
over the vestry, Bring forth vestments 
for all the worshippers of Baal. And 
he brought them forth vestments. 

23 And Jehu went, and Jehonadah 
the son of Rcchah, into the house of 
Baal, aud said unto the worshippers 
of Baal, Search, and look that there 
be here with you none of the servants 
of the Lord, hut the worshippers of 
Baal only. 

24 And when they went in to offer 
sacrifices and burnt offerings, Jehu 
appointed four-score men without, and 
Baid, If any of the men whom I have 
hrought into your hands escape, he 
that Ictteth him go, his life shall be 
for the life of him. 

25 And it camo to pass, as soon as 
he bad made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, that Jehu said to the 
guard and to the captains, Go in, and 
slay them; let none come forth. 
And they smote them with the edge 
of the sword ; and the guard and the 
captains oast them out, And went to 
the oity of the house of Baal. 

26 And they brought forth the 
images out of the house of Baal, and 
horned them. 

27 And they brake down the image 
of Baal, and brake down the house 
of Baal, and made it a draught-house 
unto this day. 

28 Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out 
of Israel. 

20 Howbeit, from the sins of Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nehat, who made 
Israel to sin, Jehu departed not from 
after them, to wit, the golden oalves 
that were in Bethel, and that were in 
Dan. 

30 And the Lord said unto Jehu, 
Because thou hast done well in exe¬ 
cuting that which is right in mine 
eyes, and hast done unto the house 
of Ahab according to all that was 
in mine heart, thy children of tho 
fourth generation shall sit on tho 
throne of Israel. 

31 But Jehu took no heed to walk 
In the law of the Lord God of Israel 


with all his heart; for he departed 
not from the sins of Jeroboam, which 
made Israel to sin. 

32 In those days the Lord began to 
cut Israel short; and Ilazael smote 
them in all the coasts of Israel; 

33 From Jordan eastward, all thi< 
land of Gilead, the Gaditcs, and the 
Rcubenites, and the Manassilcs, from 
Aroer, which is by the river Aruo - 
even Gilead and Bashan. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Jehu 
and all that he did, and all his mil'll* 
are they not written in the booh 
the Chronicles of the kings of Jsra* 

35 And Jehu slept with bis falh<-r« 
and they buried him in Samaria, At > 
Jehoahaz his son reigned in his sU « ; 

36 And tho time that Jehu reigm ! 
over Israel in Samaria was twe;m 
and eight years. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Jthoash hid tn the house, of God — Jehuiu>h 
anoinleth him king—Athaliah slain- j- 
hniada restoreth the worship of God. 

ND when Athaliah the mother 
Ahazinb saw that her son 
dead, she arose and destroyed all ;V 
seed royal. 

2 But Jebosheba, the daughter id 
king Joram, sister of Ahaziah, to<-k 

Joash the son of Ahaziah, and ... 

him from among the king’s ?• 
which were slain; and they hid Ij = u. 
even him and his nurse, in the I < i 
chamber from Athaliah, so that I. 
was not slain. 

3 And he was with her hid in Hi 
house of the Lord six years. Ai-i 
Athaliah did reign over the land 

4 And tho seventh year Jeboi,. U 
Bent and fetched the rulers over linn 
dreds, with the captains and 'L 
guard, and brought them to him ini- 
tho house of tho Lord, and mwd • 
covenant with them, and took an onlli 
of them in the bouse of the Lord 
and showed them the king's son. 

5 And he commanded them, saym.^, 
Th is is the thing that ye shall d" ' 
third part of you that enter iu on H>< 
sabbath shall even be keepers of Ho 
watch of the king’s house; 

6 And a third part shall bo at Hi 
gate of Sur; and a third part at fl»‘ 
gato behind the guard ; so shall y< 
keep the watch of the house, that i 
be not broken down. 

7 And two parts of all yon that f- 
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forth od the sabbath, even they shall 
keep the watoh of the house of the 
Lord about the king. 

8 And *ye shall compass the king 
round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand; and he that 
eometh within the rangoB, let him bo 
slain ; and he ye with the king as he 
goeth out and as he eometh in. 

8 And the captains over the hun¬ 
dreds did according to all things that 
Tehoi&da the priest commanded; and 
they took every man bis men that 
were to come in on the sabbath, with 
them that should go out on the sab¬ 
bath, and came to Jehoiada tbe 
priest. 

10 And to the captains over hun¬ 
dreds did the priest give king David's 
spears and shields, that were in tbe 
temple of the Lord. 

11 And tbe guard stood, every man 
with his weapons in his hand, round 
about the king, from the right corhcr 
of the temple to the left corner of the 
temple, along by tbe altar and the 
temple. 

12 And he brought forth the king’s 
son, and put tho crown upon him, 
and gave him the testimony ; and 
they made him king, and anointed 
him; and they olapped their hands, 
and said, God savo tho king. 

13 And when Alhaliah beard tho 
noiBe of tho guard and of tho people, 
she caino to the people into the tom- 
plo of the Lord. 

14 And when she looked, behold, 
the king stood by a pillar, as the 
□manor was, and the princes and the 
trumpeters by tho king, and all tho 
people of the land rejoiced, and blew 
with trumpets ; and Atbaliab rent her 
clothoB, and oriod, Treason, treason. 

15 But Jehoiada the priest com¬ 
manded the captains of tho hundreds, 
tho officers of tho host, and said un¬ 
to them, Have her forth without the 
ranges ; and him that followeth her 
kill with the sword. For the priest 
had said, Let her not bo slain m the 
house of the Lord. 

16 And they laid hands on hor; 
and she went by tho way by'the 
which tho borsos oameinto the king’s 
house; and thoro was she slain. 

17 And Jehoiada made & covenant 
between tho Lord and the king aud 
the people, that they should be tho 


Lord’s people; between tho king also 
and tbo people. 

18 And all the people of the land 
went into the house of Baal, and 
brake it down, nis altars and his 
images brake they in pieces thorough* 
ly, and slew Mattan the priest of 
Baal before tbe altars. And the 
riest appointed offioers over the 
ouse of the Lord. 

18 And be took the rulers over 
hundreds, and the captains, and the 
guard, and all the people of the land; 
and they brought down the king 
from the house of tbe Lord, ar 1 
came by the way of the gate of the 
guard to the king's house. And he 
eat on the throne of the kings. 

20 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and the city was in quiet; 
and they slew Athaliah with the 
sword beside the king’s house. 

21 Seven years old was Jehoash 
when ho began to reign. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Jehoash giveth order for the repair of the 
temple—Jehoash slain—Amairiah succeed 
• eth him. 

N the seventh year of Jehu, Je¬ 
hoash began to reign ; and forty 
years reigned he in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Zibiah of 
Bcer-sheba. 

2 And JeboaBh did that which was 
right in the sight of the Lord all his 
days wherein Jehoiada the priest in¬ 
structed him, 

3 But the high places were not 
taken away; the people still sacri¬ 
ficed and burnt incense in the high 
places. 

4 And Jehoash said to tbe priests, 
All the money of the dedicated things 
that is brought into tho house of the 
Lord, even the money of every one 
that passeth the account, the money 
that every mao is set at, and all the 
money that oomoth into any man’s 
heart to bring into the house of tbe 
Lord, 

5 Let tho priests take it to them, 
every man of his acquaintance; and 
let them repair tbo breaches of the 
house, wheresoever any breach shall 
be found. 

6 But it was so, that in tbo three 
and twentieth year of king Jehoash 
the priosts had not repaired the 
breaohes of tho house. 
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7 Then king Jehoash called for 
Jehoiada the priest, and tho other 
priests, and said unto them, Why 
repair ye not the breaches of the 
house? now therefore receive no more 
money of your acquaintance, hut de¬ 
liver it for the breaches of the house. 

8 And the priests consented to re¬ 
ceive no more money of the people, 
neither to repair the hreaches of the 
house. 

9 But Jehoiada the priest took a 
chest, and hored a hole in the lid of 
it, and set it heside the altar, on the 
right sido as one cometh into tho 
house of the Lord; and the priests 
that kept the door put therein all the 
money that was brought into the 
house of the Lord. 

10 And it was so, when they Baw 
that there was much money in the 
ohest, that the king’s scrihe and tho 
high priest came up, and they ut 
up in nags, and told the money that 
was found in the house of the Lord. 

11 And they gave the money, being 
told, into tho hands of them that did 
the work, that had tho oversight of 
the honse of the Lord; and they laid 
it out to tho carpenters and builders, 
that wrought upon the house of tho 
Lord, 

12 And to masons, and hewers of 
Btone, and to buy timber and howed 
stone to repair the breaches of the 
house of the Lord, and for all that 
was laid out for the house to repair it. 

18 Howboit there were not mado 
for the house of the Lord bowls of 
silver, snuffers, basins, trumpets, any 
vessels of gold, or vessels of silver, 
of the money that was brought into 
the house of the Lord; 

14 But they gave that to the work¬ 
men, and repaired therewith tho 
house of the Lord. 

15 Moreover they reckoned not with 
the men, into whose hand they de¬ 
livered the money to be bestowed on 
workmen; for they dealt faithfully. 

16 The trespass money and Bin 
money was not brought into the 
house of the Lord; it was the priests'. 

17 Then Hazael king of Syria wont 
up and fought against Gath, and took 
It; and Hazael set his face to go up 
to Jerusalem. 

18 And Jehoash king of Judah took 
all the hallowed things that Jehosha- 


phat, and Jchoram, and Ahaziab, hi* 
fathers, kings of Judah, had dedi 
catcd, and his own hallowed thing?, 
and all the gold that was found in 
the treasures of the house of the 
Lord, and in the king’s house, ami 
sent it to Hazael king of Syria; and 
he went away from Jerusalem. 

19 And the rest of the acts of J<> 
ash, and all that he did, are they in>l 
written in the hook of the Chronicl-i 
of the kings of Judah? 

20 Aud his servants arose, and ma l« 
a conspiracy, and slew Joash in iht 
house of Millo, which goeth down <* 
Silla. 

21 For Jozachar the son of Shim 
eath, and Jehozahad the son of SI. - 
mer, his servants, smote him, an.I 
he died; and they huried him will, 
his fathers in tho city of David; 
and Amaziah his son reigned in hii 
stead. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Jehoahaz oppressed by Hazael—Joash rur 
crrdelh him —Jeroboam zucceedelh A;m- 
Elisha's bones raise, up a dead man—Dtafr 
of Hazael. 

N the three and twentieth year u: 
Joash the son of Ahaziah king <>i 
Judah, Jehoahaz the son of Jehu be¬ 
gan to reign over Israel in Samaria 
and reigned seventeen years. 

2 And he did that which was evi! u- 
tho eight of the Lord, and follows*) 
the sins of Jerohoam the son of N« 
bat, which made Israel to sin; l; 
departed not therefrom. 

3 And the anger of the Lord wa*. 
kindled against Israel, and he tin 
livered them into the hand of Hn:*‘ 
king of Syria, and into the hand oi 
Ben-hadad the sou of Hazael. ai 
their days. 

4 And Jehoahaz besought the Lord 
and the Lord hearkened nnto him 
for he saw the oppression of Israel, 
beoauso the king of Syria oppreMec 
them. 

5 (And the Lord gAve Israel i 
saviour, so that they went out Cron 
undor the hand of the Syrians; «rv 
the children of Israel dwelt in tbei 
tents, as beforetime. 

6 Nevertheless they departed un 
from the sins of the house of Jei* 
boam, who made Israel siu, but walk 
ed therein; and there romaiued tb 
grove also in Samaria.) 

7 Neithor did he leave of the peupt 
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to Jeboafaai hut fifty horsemen, and 
ten chariots, and ten thousand foot¬ 
men ; for the king of Syria had de¬ 
stroyed them, and had made them 
tike the duet hy threshing. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Jehoa- 
haz, and alt that he did, and hia 
might, are they not written in the 
book of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Israel ? 

9 And Jehoahat slept with his 
fathers; and they buried him in Sa¬ 
maria; and Joash his son reigned in 
his stead. 

10 In the thirty and seventh year 
of JoaBh king of Judah began Je- 
hoaeh the son of Jehoahaz to reign 
ovor Israel in Samaria, and reigned 
sixteen years. 

11 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord; he doparted 
not from all the sinB of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, who made Israel sin; 
but he walked therein. 

12 And the rost of tho acts of Joash, 
and all that he did, and his might 
wherewith he fought against Amaziah 
king of Judah, are they not wriLten 
in the book of the ChronialeB of the 
kings of Israel ? 

18 And Joash slept with his fathers; 
and Jerohoam sat upon his throne; 
and JoaBh was buried in Samaria 
with the kings of Israel. 

14 Now Elisba was fallen Biok of 
his sickness whereof he died. And 
Joash the king of Israel came down 
unto him, and wept ovor hiii faoc, 
and said, 0 my father, my father I 
tho ohariot of Israol, and the horse¬ 
men thereof. 

15 And Elisha said unto him, Take 
how and arrows. And he took nnto 
him bow and arrows. 

16 And he said to the king cf Is¬ 
rael, Put thine hand upon the bow. 
And he put his hand upon it; and 
Elisha pat his hands upon the king's 
hands. 

17 And he said, Open the window 
eastward. And he opened it. Then 
Elisha said, Shoot. And he shot. 
And he said, The arrow of the Lord's 
deliveranoe, and the arrow of deliv¬ 
erance from Syria; for thou shalt 
smite the Syrians in Aphek, till thou 
have consumed them. 

18 And he said, Take the arrows. 
And he took them. And he said 
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nnto the king of Israel, Smite npon 
the ground. And he smote thrice 
and stayed. 

19 And the man of God was wroth 
with him, and said, Thou shouldest 
have smitten fivo or six times; then 
hadst thou smitten Syria till thon 
hadst consumed it; whereas now 
thou shalt smite Syria but thrice. 

20 And Elisha died, and they buried 
him. And the bands of tho Moabites 
invaded the land at the coming in of 
the year. 

21 And it came to pass, as they 
were burying a man, that, behold, 
they spied a band of men ; and they 
cast the man into the sepulchre of 
Elisha; and when the man was let 
down, and touched the bones of Elisha, 
he revived, and stood np on his feet. 

22 But Hazael king of Syria 
oppressed Israel all the days of 
Jehoahaz. 

23 And the Lord was gracious unto 
t them, and had compassion on them, 

and had respect nnto them, because 
of hie covenant with Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob, and would not destroy 
thorn, neither cast he them from his 
presence as yet. 

24 So Hazael king of Syria died; 
and Ben-hadad his son reigned in 
his stead. 

25 And Jehoash the son of Jehoahai 
took again oat of the han£ of Ben- 
hadad tho son of Hazael the cities, 
which he had taken out of the hand 
of Jehoahaz hie father hy war. Three 
times did Joash heat him, and re¬ 
covered the cities of Israel. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Amacixih's good reign—Jeroboam rucceideth 

JrJioash — A maziah slain by a conspiracy. 
N the seoond year of Joash son of 
Jehoahaz king of Israel reigned 
Amaziah tho son of Joash king of 
Jndah. 

2 He was twenty and five years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jehoaddan 
of Jerusalem. 

3 And ho did that whioh was right 
in the sight of the Lord, yet not like 
David his father; he did according 
to all things as Joash his father 
did. 

4 Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away; as yet the people did 
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sacrifice and burnt Incense on the 
high places. 

5 And it came to pass, as soon as 
the kingdom was confirmed in his 
hand, that he slew his servants which 
had slain the king his father. 

6 Dut tbe children of the murderers 
he slow not; according unto that 
which is written in the book of the 
law of Moses, wherein the Lord com¬ 
manded, saying. The fathers shall 
not be put to death for the children, 
nor the children be put to death for 
the fathers; but every man shall be 
put to death for his own sin. 

7 He slew of Edom in the valley of 
salt ten thousand, and took Selah by 
war, and oalled the name of it 
Joktheel unto thi9 day. 

8 Then Amaziah sent messengers to 
Jehoash, the son of Jehoahaz son of 
Jehu, king of Israel, saying, Como, 
let us look one another in the face. 

9 And Jehoash the king of Israel 
sent to Amaziah king of Judah, say¬ 
ing, The thistle that was in Lebanon' 
lent to the cedar that was in Lebanon, 
laying, Give thy daughter to my son 
to wife; and there passed by a wild 
beast that was in Lebanon, and trode 
down the thistlo. 

10 Thou hast indeed smitten Edom, 
and thine heart hath lifted thee up; 
glory of this, and tarry at home; for 
why shouldest thou meddle to thy 
hurt, that thou shouldest fall, even 
thou, and Judah with thee ? 

11 But Amaziah would not hear. 
Therefore Jehoash king of Israel 
went up; and he and Amaziah king 
of Judah looked one another in the 
face at Beth-Bhemesh, which belongeth 
to Judah. 

12 And Judah was put to the worse 
hefore Israel; and they fied every 
man to their tents. 

13 And Jehoash king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, the son of 
Jehoash the son of Ahaziah at Beth- 
shemesh, and came to Jerusalem, and 
brake down the wall of Jerusalem 
from the gate of Ephraim unto the 
corner gate, four hundred cubits. 

14 And ho took all the gold and 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of the Lord, and 
In the treasures of the king’s house, 
and hostages, and returned to Sa¬ 
maria. 


15 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoash which he did, and his might, 
and how he fonght with Amaziah 
king of Judah, are they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of th* 
kings of Israel ? 

16 And Jehoash slept with hit 
fathers, and was buried in Samari.i 
with the kiDgs of Israel; and Jen* 
boam bis son reigned in his Btead. 

17 And Amaziah the son of JoaeL 
king of Judah lived after the den’} 
of Jehoash son of Jehoahaz king of 
Israel fifteen years. 

18 And the rest of the acts m 
A maziah, are they not written in tV. 
book of the Chronicles of the kinp 
of Judah ? 

19 Now they made a oonBpiran 
against him in Jerusalem; and L* 
fled to Lachish ; but they sent aft - r 
him to Lachish, and slew him then . 

20 And they brought him on horse > 
and he was buried at Jerusalem wi»| ; 
his fathers in the city of David. 

21 And all the people of Judah tr.i.i, 
Azariah, which was sixteen years «•' I 
and made him king instead of h 
father Amaziah. 

22 He built Elalh, and restored .t 
to Judah, al ier that the king sh j 
with his fathers. 

23 In the fifteenth year of Amnzi .i. 
the son of Joash king of JuJnli 
Jeroboam the son of Joo«h king < i 
Israel began to reign in Samaria, h- I 
reigned forty and one years. 

24 And he did that which was e' ,! 
in the sight of the Lord; he depart <1 
not from all the sins of Jeroboam d' 1 
sqn of Nebat, who made Israel t>> 
sin. 

25 He restored the coast of I«nu I 
from the entering of Hamath ui t • 
tho sea of the plaiD, according to ih< 
word of the Lord God of Ism-s 
which he spake by the hand of hi* 
servant Jonah, the son of Amitim 
the prophet, which was of Gutl> 
hepher. 

26 For the Lord saw the affliction 
of Israel, that it was very bitter; for 
there was not any shut up, nor uuv 
left, nor any holpor for Israel. 

27 And the Lord said not that he 
would blot out the name of Israel 
from under heaven; but he saved 
them by tho hand of Jeroboam lb»' 
son of Joash. 
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28 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jeroboam, ami all that he did, and 
his might, how he warred, and how 
be recovered Damascus, and Hamath, 
which belonged to Judah, for Israel, 
uro they not written in the hook of 
tho Chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

29 And Jeroboam slept with his 
fathers, even with tho kings of Israel; 
and Znohariah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Amriafi’t good reiffn — Z/ichariah slain by 
Sftallum—Pekah slain by Uoshta. 

N the twenty and eevonlh year of 
Joroboam king of Israel bogan 
Azariah son of Amaziah king of 
Judah to reign. 

2 Sixteen years old was he when he 
began to reign, aDd he reigned two 
and fifty years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Jecholiah of 
Jorusalum. 

3 And he did that which was right 
in tho sight of the Lord, according to 
all that his fathor Amuziah had done ; 

4 Save that tho high pluccs were 
not removed; the poople sacrificed 
and burnt incense still on the high 
plaoes. 

5 And tho Lord smote the king, bo 
that he was a leper unto tho day of 
hiB death, and dwult in a several 
house. And Jothan the king’s son 
was over tho house, judging the peo¬ 
ple of the land. 

6 And tho rest of the aoLs of Aza¬ 
riah, and all that he did, are they 
not wriLton in tho book of tho Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Judah ? 

7 So Azariah slept with his fathers; 
and they buried him with bis fathers 
in tho city of David; and Jothain 
his son reigned in his stead. 

8 In tbo thirty and eighth year of 
Azariah king of Judah did Zaoha- 
riah tho son of Jeroboam roign over 
Israel in Samaria six months. 

9 And ho did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, as his fa¬ 
thers had donu; ho departod not 
from tbo sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebut, who made Israel to sin. 

10 Aud Shallum the son of Jabesh 
conspired against him, and smote 
him Doforo tho poople, and slow him, 
and reigned in uis stead. 

11 Aud the rest of tho acts of Za- 
ehariah, bohold, they are written In 


tho book of the Chroniole* of the 
kings of Israel. 

12 This was the word of the Lord 
whioh he spake unto Jehn, saying, 
Thy sons snail sit on the throne of 
Israel unto the fourth generation. 
And so it came to pass. 

13 Shallum the son of Jabesh be¬ 
gan to reign in the nine and thir¬ 
tieth year of Usziah king of Judith ; 
and he reigned a full month in Sa¬ 
maria. 

14 For Menahem the Bon of Gadi 
went up from Tirzah, and came to 
Samaria, and smote Shallum the son 
of Jabesh in Sftmaria, and slew him, 
and reigned in his stead. 

15 And the rest of the acts of Shal¬ 
lum, and his conspiracy which he 
made, behold, they are written in the 
book of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Israel. 

16 Then Menahem smote Tiphsah, 
and all that were therein, aud the 
coasts thereof from Tirzah; heaause 
they opened not to him, therefore 
ho smote it; and all the womon 
therein that were with child he ripped 
up. 

17 In the nine and thirtieth year 
of Azariah king of Judah bogan 
Menahom the son of Gadi to roign 
over Israel, and reigned ten years in 
Samaria. 

18 And ho did that which was evil 
iu tho sight of the Lord; he de¬ 
parted not all his days from the sins 
of Jeroboam the son of Nobat, who 
made Israel to sin. 

19 And Pul the king of Assyria 
oame against tho land; and Mena¬ 
hem gave Pul a thousand talents of 
silver, that his hand might be with 
him to oonfirm the kingdom in his 
hand. 

20 And Menahem exacted the mo¬ 
ney of Israol, even of all the mighty 
men of wealth, of each man fifty 
shekels of silver, to give to the king 
of Assyria. So tho king of Assyria 
turned back, and stayed not there in 
the land. 

21 And tho rest of the aots of Mc- 
nahem, and all that ho did, are thuy 
not writton in the book of the Chron¬ 
icles of tho kings of Israel ? 

22 And Menahom slept with hil 
fathers ; and Pekahiah his son reign- 
ed in his stead. 
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28 In the fiftieth year of Azariah 
king of Judah, Pekahiah tho son of 
Mennhem began to reign over Israel 
In Samaria, and reigned two years. 

24 And he did that which was evil 
in the Bight of the Lord; he de¬ 
parted not from the sins of Jeroboam 
the ion of Nehat, who made Israel to 
sin. 

25 But Pekah the son of Remaliah, 
a captain of his, conspired against 
him, and smote him in Samaria, in 
the palaee of the king’s house, with 
Argoh and Arieh, and. with him fifty 
men of the Gileadites; and he killed 
him, and reigned in his room. 

26 And the rest of the acts of Po- 
kahiah, and all that he did, behold, 
they are written in the book of tho 
Chronicles of the kings of Israel. 

27 In the two and fiftieth year of 
Azariah king of Judah, Pekah the 
son of Remaliah began to reign over 
Israel in Samaria, and reigned twenty 
years. 

28 And he did that which was evil 
In the eight of the Lord; he departed 
not from the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

29 In the days of Pekah king of 
Israel came Tiglath-pileser king of 
Assyria, and took Ijon, and Abcl- 
beth-maaohah, and Janoah, and Ko- 
deeh, and Hazor, and Gilead, and 
Galilee, all the land of Naphlali, and 
oarried them captive to Assyria. 

30 And Hoshca the son of Elah 
made a conspiracy against Pekah 
tho son of Remaliah, and smote him, 
and Blew him, and reigned in his stead, 
in the twentieth year of Jothnm the 
son of Uzziah. 

31 And the rest of the aots of Pe¬ 
kah, and all that he did, behold, they 
are written in the book of the Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Israel. 

32 In the second year of Pekah the 
ion of Remaliah king of Israol be¬ 
gan Jotham the son of Uzziah king 
of Judah to reign. 

33 Five and twenty years old was 
he when he began to reign, and he 
reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jerusha, 
the daughter of Zadok. 

34 And he did that which was right 
tn the sight of tho Lord; he did ac¬ 
cording to all that hie father Uzziah 
had done. 


35 Howbeit the high places were 
not removed; the people sacrificed 
and burned incense still in tho high 
places. He built the higher gate of 
the house of the Lord. 

36 Now the rest of the acts of Jo 
tham, and all that he did, are the} 
not written in the hook of the Chron 
ioles of the kings of Judah ? 

37 In those days the Lord begat 
to send against Judah Rezin th< 
king of Syria, and Pekah the son of 
Remaliah. 

38 And Jotham slept with his fa 
thers, and was bnried with his fa 
thers in tho city of David his father 
and Ah&z his son reigned in hi 
stead. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Ahad wicked reign—He tvoileth the tempt 
—Uezektah succeeddh him. 

N I he seventeenth year of Pekal 
the son of Remaliah, Ahaz th< 
son of Jotham king of Judah begat 
to reign. 

2 Twenty years old was Ahaz when 
he began to reign, and reigned six¬ 
teen years in Jerusalem, and did nol 
that which was right in the sight of 
the Lord his God, like David his fa 
ther. 

3 But he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, yea, and made hi. 1 
son to pass through the fire, accord¬ 
ing to the abominations of the hea¬ 
then, whom the Lord cast out from 
before the children of Israel. 

4 And he sacrificed and burnt in¬ 
cense in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree. 

5 Then Rezin king of Syria, and 
Pekah son of Remaliah king of Is¬ 
rael, came up to Jerusalem to war, 
and they besieged Ahaz, but could 
not overcome him. 

C At that time Rezin king of Syria 
recovered Elath to Syria, and drave 
the Jews from Elath; and the Sy¬ 
rians came to Elath, and dwelt there 
unto this day. 

7 So Ahaz sent messengers to Tig 
lath-pilcser king of Assyria, saying, 
I am thy servant and thy son; come 
up, and save me out of the hand of 
the king of Syria, and out of the 
hand of the king of Israel, which 
rise up against me. 

8 And Ahaz took the silver and 
gold that was found in the house of 
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the Lord, and in the treaanree of the 
king's boose, and sent it for a pre¬ 
sent to the king of Assyria. 

9 And the king of Assyria heark¬ 
ened unto him; for the king of As¬ 
syria went up ugainBt Damascus, and 
took it, and carried the people of it 
captive to Kir, and slew Rezin. 

10 And king Abas wont to Damas- 
oos to moot Tiglath-pileser king of 
Assyria, and saw an altar that was 
at Damascus: and king Ahaz sent to 
Urijah the priest the fashion of the 
altar, and the pattern of it, according 
to all the workmanship thereof. 

11 And Urijah the priest built an 
attar according to all that king Ahaz 
had sent from Damascus'; so Urijah 
the priest made it against king Ahaz 
oame from Damascus. 

12 And when the king was come 
from Damascus, the king saw the 
altar; and the king approached to 
the altar, and offered thereon. 

13 And he burnt his burnt offering 
and his meat offering, and poured 
his drink offering, and sprinkled the 
blood of his poaoo offerings, upon the 
altar. 

14 And he hrought also the brazen 
altar, which was before tho Lord from 
the forefront of the house, from be¬ 
tween the altar and the house of the 
Lord, and put it on tho north side of 
the altar. 

15 And king Ahaz oommanded Uri¬ 
jah the priest, Baying, Upon tho great 
altar burn the morning burnt offering, 
and the evening moat offering, and 
the king’s burnt sacrifice, and his 
meat offering, with tho burnt offering 
of all the people of the land, and 
their meat offering, and their drink 
offerings; and sprinkle apon it all 
the blood of the burnt offering, and 
all the blood of the sacrifice; and the 
brazen altar shall be for me to in¬ 
quire by. 

16 Thus did Urijah the priest, ao- 
oording to all that king Ahaz oom¬ 
manded. 

17 And king Ahaz ont off the borders 
of the bases, and removed tho larer 
from off them; and took down the 
sea from off the brazen oxen that 
were under it, and pot it upon a pave¬ 
ment of stones. 

18 And the oovert for the sabbath 
that they had built in the house, and 


the king’s entry without, turned he 
from the house of the Lord for the 
king of Assyria. 

19 Now the rest of the nets of Ahai 
which ho did, aro they not written in 
tho hook of tho Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

20 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in 
the city of David; and Ilezckiah his 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XVn. 

Hoshea subdued by Shalmaneser—Samaria 
captivated—The mixture of religions. 

N tho twelfth year of Ahaz king 
of Judah hegan Hoshea the son 
of Elah to reign in Samaria over Is¬ 
rael nine years. 

2 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, but not as 
the kings of Israel that were before 
him. 

3 Against him came up Shalmane¬ 
ser king of Assyria; and Hoshea he- 
came his servant, and gave him pre¬ 
sents. 

4 And the king of Assyria found 
conspiracy in Hoshea; for he had 
Bent messengers to So king of Egypt, 
and brought no present to the king 
of Assyria, as he had done year by 
year; therefore the king of Assyria 
shut him up, and bound him in prison. 

5 Then Ine king of Assyria oame 
up throughout all the land, and went 
up to Samaria, and bosieged it three 
years. 

6 In the ninth year of Hoshoa the 
king of Assyria took Samaria, and 
carried Israel away into Assyria, and 

laced them in nalah and in Habor 

y the river of Gozan, and in the 
oities of the Medea. 

7 For so it was, that tho ohildren of 
Israel had sinned against the Lord 
their God, whioh had brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, from 
under the hand of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, and had foared other gods, 

6 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the Lord oast ont from 
hofore the ohildren of Israel, and of 
the kings of Israel, whioh they had 
made. 

9 And the ohildren of Israel did 
seoretly those things that were not 
right against the Lord their God, and 
they built them high plaoos in all 
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their cities, from the tower of the 
watchmen to the fenced city. 

10 And they set them np images 
and groveB in every high hill, and 
ander every green tree; 

11 And there they burnt incense in 
all the high pLaces, as did the heathen 
whom the Lord carried away before 
them: and wrought wicked things to 
provoke the Lord to anger; 

12 For they served idol9, whereof 
the Lord bad said unto them, Ye shall 
not do this thing. 

13 Yet the Lord testified against Is¬ 
rael, and against Judah, by all the 

rophets, and by all the seers, saying, 
urn ye from your evil ways, and keep 
my commandments and my statutes, 
according to all the law which I com¬ 
manded your fathers, and which I sent 
to you by my servants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding, they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like 
to the neck of their fathers, that did 
not believe in the Lord their God. 

15 And they rejeated his statutes, 
and his covenant that he made with 
their fathers, and hi9 testimonies 
which he testified against them; and 
they followed vanity, and became 
vain, and went after the heathen that 
were round about them, concerning 
whom the Lord had charged them, 
that they should not do like them. 

10 And they left all the command¬ 
ments of the Lord their God, and 
made them molten images, even two 
calves, and made a grove, and wor¬ 
shipped all the host of heaven, and 
served Baal. 

17 And they cansed their sons and 
their daughters to pass through the 
fire, and used divination and enchant¬ 
ments, and sold themselves to do evil 
in the sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger. 

18 Therefore the Lord was very an¬ 
gry with Israel, and removed them 
out of hie sight; there was none left 
bat the tribe of Judah only. 

10 Also Judah kept not the oom- 
mandments of the Lord their God, 
but walked in the statutes of Israel 
which they made. 

20 And the Lord rejected all the 
seed of Israel, and afflicted them, and 
delivered them into the hand of spoil¬ 
ers, nntil he had oast them ont of his 
right. 


21 For he rent Israel from the house 
of David; and they made Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat king; and Jeroboam 
drave Israel from following the Lord, 
and made them sin a great sin. 

22 For the children of Israel walked 
in all the sins of Jeroboam which he 
did ; they departed not from them ; 

23 Until the Lord removed Israel 
out of his sight, as he had said by all 
his servants the prophets. So was 
Israel carried away out of their own 
land to Assyria onto this day. 

24 And the king of Assyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from Cnthah, 
and from Ava, and from Hamath, and 
from Sepharvaim, and placed them 
in the citifes of Samaria instead of 
the children of Israel; and they pos¬ 
sessed Samaria, and dwelt in the 
cities thereof. 

25 And so it was at the beginning 
of their dwelling there, that they 
feared not the Lord; therefore the 
Lord sent lions among them, which 
sle* some of them. 

26 Wherefore they spake to the king 
of Assyria, saying. The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed in the 
cities of Samaria, know not the man¬ 
ner of the God of the land; therefore 
he hath sent lions among them, and, 
behold, they slay them, because they 
know not the manner of the God of 
the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria com¬ 
manded, saying. Carry thither one 
of the priests whom ye hronght from 
thence; and let them go and dwell 
there, and let him teach them the 
manner of the God of the land. 

28 Then one of the priests whom 
they had carried away from Samaria 
came and dwelt in Beth-el, and taught 
them how they should fear the Lord. 

29 Howbeit every nation made gods 
of their own, and put them in the 
houses of the high places which the 
Samaritans had made, every nation 
in their oities wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made 
Suocoth-benoth, and the men of Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
made Ashima, 

31 And the Avites made Nibhaz 
and Tartak, and the Sepharvite* 
burnt their children in fire to Adram- 
melech and Anaramelech, the gods of 
Sepharvaim. 
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32 So they feared the Lord, and 
made unto themselves of the lowest 
of them priests of the high places, 
which sacrificed for them in the 
houses of the high places. 

33 They feared the Lord, and Berved 
their own gods, after the manner of 
the nations whom they oarricd away 
from theDoe. 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners ; they fear not the 
Lord, neither do they after their stat¬ 
utes, or after their ordinances, or 
after the law and commandmont 
which the Lord commanded the chil¬ 
dren of Jacob, whom he nAined Israel; 

35 With whom the Lord had made 
a covenant, and charged them, Bay¬ 
ing, Ye shall not fear other gods, 
dot bow yourselves to them, nor servo 
them, nor sacrifice to them; 

36 But the Lord, who brought you 
up out of the land of Egypt with 
great powor and a stretohed-out arm, 
him snail ye fear, and him shall ye 
worship, and to him shall ye do sacri¬ 
fice. 

37 And the statutes, and the ordi¬ 
nances, and the law, and the com¬ 
mandment, which he wrote for you, 
ye shall observe to do for ovormore ; 
and ye Bhall not fear other gods. 

38 And the oovenant that I have 
made with you ye shall not forget; 
neither shall ye fear other godB. 

39 But the Lord your God yo shall 
fear; and he Bhall doliver you out of 
the hand of all your enomios. 

40 Howboil they did not hearkon, 
but they did after tbeir former man¬ 
ner. 

41 So these nations foared the Lord, 
and served their graven images, both 
thoir children, and their children's 
children; as did thoir fathers, so do 
they unto this day. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

HeseJciah dejtrayeth idolatry , and proi- 
prrrih- -Kab-shakrh rnnUOt Btzficiah. 
OW it oamo to pass in the third 
year of Hoshca son of Elah king 
of Israel, that Hezekiah the son of 
Ahax king of Judah began to roign. 

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to roign; and he 
reignod twenty and nine years in 
Jerusalem. His mother's name also 
was Abi, the daughter of Zaohariah. 

3 And he did that whioh was right 
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in the Bight of the Lord, aooordlDg 
to all that David his father did. 

4 He removed the high plaoes, and 
brake the images, and out down the 
groves, and brake in pieoes the brazen 
serpent that Moses had made; for 
unto thoso days the children of Israel 
did burn incense to it; and he called 
it Nehushtan. 

5 He trusted in the Lord God of 
Israel; so that after him was none 
like him among all the kings of Ju¬ 
dah, nor any that wore before him. 

6 For he clave to the Lord, and dc- 

arted not from following him, but 

ept his commandments, which the 

Lord commanded Moses. 

7 And the Lord w&b with him; and 
he prospered whithersoever ho went 
fortn; and he rebelled against the 
king of Assyria, and served him not. 

8 He smote the Philistines, even 
unto Gaza, and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of the watchmen to 
the fenced city. 

6 And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hezekiah, which was 
the seventh year of Hoshea son of 
Elah king of Israel, that Shalma¬ 
neser king of Assyria came up against 
Samaria, and besieged it. 

10 And at the end of three years 
they took it; even in the sixth year 
of nozekiah, that is the ninth year 
of Iloshea king of Israel, Samaria 
was taken. 

11 And the king of Assyria did 
carry away Israel onto Assyria, and 
put them in Halah and in H&hor by 
the river of Gozan, and in the oilies 
of the Modes; 

12 Beoause they obeyed not the 
voice of the Lord thoir God, but 
transgressed his oovenant, and alt 
that Moses the servant of the Lord 
oommandod, and would not hear 
Lhem, nor do them. 

13 Now in the fourteenth year of 
king Hezekiah did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria come up against all the 
fonoed oities of Judah, and took them. 

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah 
sent to the king of Assyria to La- 
chish, saying, I have offended; re¬ 
turn from me; that whioh thou put- 
test on me will I bear. And the king 
of Assyria appointed unto Hezekiah 
king of Judah three hundred talents 
of silver and thirty talents of gold. 
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16 And Hezekiah gave him all the 
silver that was found in the house of 
the Lord, and in the treasures of the 
king's house. 

16 At that time did Hezekiah cut 
off the gold from the doors of the 
temple of the Lord, and from the 
pillars whioh Hezekiah king of Ju¬ 
dah had overlaid, and gave it to the 
king of Assyria. 

17 And the king of Assyria sent 
Tartan and Rabsaris and Rab-ehakeh 
from Lachish to king Hezekiah with 
a great host against Jerusalem; and 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they 
came and stood by the conduit of the 
upper pool, which is in the highway 
of the fuller's field. 

IS And when they had called to the 
king, there came out to them Eliakim 
the son of Hilkiah, which was over 
the household, and Shebna the scribe, 
and Joah the son of Asaph the re¬ 
corder. 

19 And Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Speak ye now to Hezekiah, Thus saith 
the great king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is this wherein thou 
trusteBt ? 

20 Thou sayest, (but they are but 
vain words,) I have counsel and 
strength for the war. Now on whom 
doBt thou trust, that thou rebellest 
against me ? 

21 Now, behold, thou trusteBt upon 
the staff of this bruised reed, even 
upon Egypt, on which if a man lean, 
it will go into his hand, and pierce 
it; so is Pharaoh king of Egypt unto 
all that trust on him. 

22 But if ye say unto me, We trust 
^n the Lord our God ; is not that he, 
whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath 
said to Judah and Jerusalem, Ye 
shall worship before this altar in 
Jerusalem ? 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
pledges to my lord the king of As¬ 
syria, and I will deliver thee two 
thousand horses, if thou be able on 
thy part to set riders upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the least 
of my master's servants, and put thy 
trust on Egypt for oh&riots and for 
horsemen 7 

26 Am I now come np without the 


Lord against this place to destroy Itf 
The Lord said to me, Go up against 
this land, and destroy it. 

26 Then said Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, and Shebna, and Joah, unto 
Rab-sbaheh, Speak, I pray thee, to 
thy servants in the Syrian language; 
for we understand it; and talk not 
with ns in the Jews’ language in the 
ears of the people that are on the wall. 

27 But Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Hath my master sent me to thy mas¬ 
ter, and to thee, to speak these words? 
hath he not sent me to the men which 
sit on the wall, that they may eat 
their own dung, and drink their own 
piss with yon ? 

28 Then Rab-shakeh stood and 
cried with a loud voice in the Jews' 
langnage, and spake, saying, Hear 
the word of the great king, the king 
of Assyria; 

29 Thus saith the king, Let not 
Hezekiah deceive yon; for he shall 
not be able to deliver you out of hi§ 
hand ; 

30 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lord, saying. The Lord 
will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be delivered into the hand 
of the king of Assyria. 

31 Hearken not to Hezekiah; for 
thus Baith the king of Assyria, Maks 
an agreement with me by a present, 
and come out to me, and then eat ye 
every man of his own vine, and every 
one of his fig tree, and drink ye every 
one the waters of his cistern ; 

32 Until I come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land 
of corn and wine, a land of bread 
and vineyards, a land of oil olive and 
of honey, that ye may live, and not 
die; and hearken not unto Hezekiah, 
when he persnadeth you, Baying, The 
Lord will deliver ns. 

33 Hath any of the god9 of the na¬ 
tions delivered at all this land oat of 
the hand of the king of Assyria? 

34 Where are the gods of Hamath, 
and of Arpad ? where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim, Hena, and Ivah? have 
they delivered Samaria out of mine 
hand ? 

35 Who are they among all the gods 
of the oonntries, that have delivered 
their aountry oat of mine hand, that 
the Lord should deliver Jerusalem 
out of mine hand P 
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36 But the people held their peace, 
and answered him not a word; for 
the king'B command mo nt was, say¬ 
ing, Anewor him not. 

37 Then came Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, whioh was over the house¬ 
hold, and Shebna the scribe, and 
Joah the son of Asaph the recorder, 
to Hozekiah with their clothes rent, 
and told him the words of Rab- 
shakoh. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

UrMtkiah moumelh—HeaeJdah't prayer— 
Isaiah's prophecy—An angel slayeth the 
Assyrians—Sennacherib it slain. 

ND it oame to pass, when king 
Hezokiah hoard it, that ho rent 
his olothes, and coverod himself with 
Backcloth, and went into the house 
of the Lord. 

2 And he sent Eliakim, which was 
over the household, and Shebna tho 
soribe, and the eldors of tho priests, 
covered with sackcloth, to Isaiah the 
prophet the son of Amoz. 

3 And they said unto him, Thus 
Baith Hezekiah, This day is a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and blas¬ 
phemy; for the children are come to 
the birth, and there is not strength 
to bring forth. 

4 It may be the Lord thy Qod will 
hear all the words of Rab-shakoh, 
whom the king of Assyria his master 
hath sent to reproaoh the living God; 
and will reprove the words which the 
Lord thy God hath heard; wherefore 
lift up thy prayer for the romnant 
that are loft. 

6 So the servants of king Hezekiah 
oame to Isaiah. 

6 And Isaiah Baid unto them, Thus 
shall ye say to your master, Thus 
aaith the Lord, Be not afraid of the 
words whioh thou hast heard, with 
whioh the servants of the king of 
Assyria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hoar a rumour, and 
shall return to his own land; and I 
will oause him to fall by the Bword in 
his own land. 

8 So Rab-shakeh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria warring 
against Libnah; for he had heard 
that he was departed from Laohish. 

9 And when he heard say of Tir- 
hakah king of Ethiopia, Behold, he 
Is oome out to fight against thee ; he 
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sent messengers again unto Hezekiah, 
saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy 
God in whom thou trustest deoeive 
thee, saying, Jerusalem shall not be 
delivered into the hand of the king 
of Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what 
the kings of Assyria have done to all 
lands, by destroying them utterly; 
and shalt thou bo delivered? 

12 Have the gods of the nations de¬ 
livered them which my fathers have 
destroyed; as Gozan, and Haran, and 
Rezcph, and the children of Eden 
which were in Tholasar? 

13 Where is tho king of Hamath, 
and the king of Arpad, and the king 
of the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, 
and Ivah ? 

14 And Hezekiah received the let¬ 
ter of tho hand of the messengers, 
and read it; and Hezekiah went up 
into the house of the Lord, and 
spread it before the Lord. 

15 And Hezekiah. prayed before the 
Lord, and said, 0 Lord God of Israel, 
whioh dwellest between the choru- 
bim, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms ol the 
earth; thon hast made heaven and 
earth. 

10 Lord, bow down thine ear, and 
hear; open, Lord, thine eyes, and see; 
and hear the words of Sennacherib, 
whioh hath sent him to reproach the 
living God. 

17 Of a truth, Lord, the kings of 
Assyria have destroyed the nations 
and their lands, 

18 And have oast their gods into 
the fire; for they were no gods, but 
the work of men’s hands, wood and 
stone; therefore they have destroyed 
them. 

19 Now therefore, 0 Lord our God, 
I beseech thee, save thou us out of 
his hand, that all the kingdoms of 
the earth may know that thou art 
the Lord God, even thou only. 

20 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent to Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, That whioh 
thou hast prayed to me against Sen¬ 
nacherib king of Assyria I have heard. 

21 This is the word that the Lord 
hath spoken concerning him; The 
virgin the daughtor of Zion hath 
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despised thee, and laughed thee to 
scorn; the daughter of Jerusalem 
bath shaken her head at thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voioo, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high ? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

23 Dy tny messengers thou hast re¬ 
proached the Lord, and hast said, 
With the multitude of my chariots I 
am come up to tho height of the 
mountains, to the sides of Lebanon, 
and will out down tho tall cedar 
trees thereof, and tho choice fir trees 
thereof; and I will enter into the 
lodgings of his borders, and into the 
forest of his Carmel 

24 I have digged and drunk strange 
waters, and with the sole of my feet 
have I dried up all the rivers of be¬ 
sieged places. 

25 Hast thou not heard long ago 
bow I have done it, and of ancient 
times that I havo formed it? now 
have I brought it to pass, that thou 
shouldest bo to lay wasto fenced 
cities into ruinous heaps. 

26 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they were dismayed 
and oonfounded; they were as the 
grass of the field, and as the green 
herb, as the grass on the house-tops, 
and as corn blasted hefore it be grown 
np. 

27 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and 
thy rage against me. 

28 Because thy rage against mo 
and thy tumult is oome up into mino 
ears, therefore I will put my hook in 
thy nose, and my hridle in thy lips, 
and I will turn thee back hy the way 
by which thou earnest. 

2d And this shall he a sign unto 
thee. Te shall eat this year such 
things as grow of themselves, and in 
the seoond year that whioh springeth 
of the same; and in the third year 
sow ye, and reap, and plant vine¬ 
yards, and eat the fruits thereof. 

30 And the remnant that is esoaped 
of the house of Judah shall yet again 
take root downward, and bear fruit 
upward. 

31 For out of Jerusalem shall go 
forth a remnant, and they that escape 
out of mount Zion ; tho zeal of the 
Lord of hosts shall do this. 


32 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
concerning the king of Assyria, He 
shall not come into this city, nor 
shoot an arrow there, nor ccme he¬ 
fore it with shield, nor cast a bank 
Against it. 

33 By the way that he came, by 
the same shall he return, and shall 
not come into this city, saith the 
Lord. 

34 For I will defend this city to 
save it, for mine own sake, and for 
my servant David’s sake. 

35 And it came to pass that night, 
that the angel of the Lord went out, 
and smote in the camp of the Assy¬ 
rians a hundred four-score and five 
thousand; and when they who were 
left arose early in the morning, be¬ 
hold, they were all dead corpses. 

36 So Sennacherib king of Assyria, 
departed, and went and returned, and 
dwell at Nineveh. 

37 And it oamc to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch 
bis'god, that Adrammelech and Sha- 
rezer his sons smote him with the 
sword; and they escaped into the 
land of Armenia. And Esar-haddon 
his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Httekiah's life lengthened — The shadow goeth 
ten degree* backward—Isaiah fareteUeth 
the Babylonian captivity—Alanasseh ruo 
ceedeth Htxekiah. 

N those days was Hczekiah sick 
unto death. And the prophet 
Isaiah the son of Amoz came to nim, 
and said unto him, Thus saith the 
Lord, Set thine house in order; for 
thou shalt die, and not live. 

2 Then he turned his face to the 
wall, aid prayed unto the Lord, say¬ 
ing, 

3 I beseech thee, 0 Lord, remember 
now how I have walked before thee 
in truth and with a perfeot heart, 
and have done that which is good 
in thy sight. And Hezekiah wept 
sore. 

4 And it oame to pass, afore Isaiah 
was gone out into tho middle oonrt, 
that the word of the Lord oame to 
him, sayiDg, 

5 Turn again, and tell Hezekiah 
the captain of my people. Thus saith 
the Lord, the God of David thy 
father, I have heard thy prayer, I 
have seen thy tcArs ; behold, I will 
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heal thee; on the third day thou 
■halt go up unto the house of the 
Lord. 

fl And I will add unto thy days 
fifteen years; and I will deliver thee 
and this city out of the hand of the 
king of Assyria; and I will defend 
this city for mine own sake, and for 
my servant David’s sake. 

7 And Isaiah said, Take a lump of 
figs. And they took and laid it on 
the boil, and he recovered. 

8 And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, 
What shall be the sign that the Lord 
will heal mo, and that I shall go up 
into the house of the Lord the third 
day ? 

9 And Isaiah said, This sign shalt 
thou have of tbe Lord, that the Lord 
will do the thing that he hath spoken; 
shall the shadow go forward ten de¬ 
grees, or go back ten degrees ? 

10 And Hezekiah answered, It is 
a light thing for the shadow to go 
down ten degrees; nay, but let the 
shadow return backward ten degrees. 

11 And Isaiah the prophet cried 
unto the Lord; and he brought the 
shadow ten degrees baokward, by 
whioh it had gone down in the dial 
of Ahaz. 

12 At that time Berodnch-baladan, 
the son of Baladan, king of Babylon, 
sent letters and a present unto Heze¬ 
kiah; for ho had heard that Hezekiah 
had been sick. 

13 And Hezekiah hearkened unto 
them, and Bbowed them all the house 
of his precious things, the silver, and 
the gold, and tbe spices, and the pre- 
oioue ointment, and all tho house of 
hiB armour, and all that was found 
in his treasures; there was nothing 
in his house, nor in all his dominion, 
that Hezekiah showed them not. 

14 Then came Isaiah tho prophet 
unto king Hezekiah, and said unto 
him, What said those men ? and from 
whence oame they unto thee? And 
Hezekiah said, They are como from 
a far country, even from Babylon. 

16 And be said, What have they 
seen in thine houso? And Hezekiah 
answered, All the things that are in 
mine houso have they seen; there is 
nothing among my treasures that I 
have not showed them. 

16 And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, 
Hear the word of the Lord. 


439 

17 Behold, the days oome. that all 
that is in thine house, and that which 
thy fathers have laid up in store unto 
this day, shall be carried unto Baby¬ 
lon ; nothing shall he left, saith the 
Lord. 

18 And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, whioh thou shalt beget, 
shall they take away; and they shall 
be eunuohs in the palace of the king 
of Babylon. 

19 TheD said Hezekiah unto Isaiah, 
Good is the word of the Lord whioh 
thou hast spoken. And ho said, Is 
it not good, if peace and truth be in 
my days? 

20 And the rest of the acts of He¬ 
zekiah, and all his might, and how 
he made a pool, and a conduit, and 
brought water into the city, are they 
not written in the book of the Chron¬ 
icles of the kings of Judah ? 

21 And Hezekiah slept with his 
fathers; and Manaaeeh his son 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Manasseh's idolatry—Amon mcceedeih him 
—He being slain, Josiah is made king. 
ANASSEI1 was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and 
reigned fifty and five years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Hcphzi-bah. 

2 And ho did that which was evil 
in the eight of tho Lord, after tbe 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
tho Lord oast out hefore the ohildren 
of Israel. 

3 For he built up again the high 
places which Hezekiah his father had 
destroyed; and he reared up altars 
for Baal, and made a grove, as did 
Ahab king of Israel; and worshipped 
all the host of heaven, and served 
them. 

4 And he built altars in the house 
of tho Lord, of whioh tho Lord said, 
In Jorusalem will I put my name. 

5 And he built altars for all the 
host of heaven in the two oourts of 
the house of the Lord. 

6 And he made his son pass 
through the lire, and observed times, 
and used enohantments, and dealt 
with familiar spirits and wizards; he 
wrought much wiokedness in the 
sight of the Lord, to provoko him to 
anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of 
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the grove that he had made in the 
house, of which the Lord Baid to 
David, and to Solomon hia eon, In 
this house, and in Jerusalem, which 
I have chosen out of all the tribes of 
Israel, will I put my name for ever. 

8 Neither will I make the feet of 
Israel move any more out of the land 
which I gave their fathers; only if 
they will observe to do according to 
all that I have commanded them, and 
according to all the law that my ser¬ 
vant Moses commanded them. 

9 But they hearkened not; and 
Manasseh seduced them to do more 
evil than did the nations whom the 
Lord destroyed before the children 
of Israel. 

10 And the Lord spake by his ser¬ 
vants the prophets, saying, 

11 Because ManasscL king of Judah 
hath done these abominations, and 
hath done wickedly above all that 
the Amorites did, which were before 
him, and hath made Judah also to sin 
with his idols; 

12 Thereforo thus saith the Lord 
God of Israel, Behold, I am bringing 
snch evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, 
that whosoever heareth of it, both 
his ears shall tingle. 

13 And I will stretch over Jerusalem 
the line of Samaria, and the plummet 
of the house of Ahab; and I will 
wipe Jerusalem as a man wipeth a 
diBh, wiping it, and turning it upside 
down. 

14 And I will forsake the remnant 
of mine inheritance, and deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies; and 
they shall become a prey and a spoil 
to all their enemies ; 

15 Because they have done that 
which was evil in my sight, and have 
provoked me to anger, since the day 
their fathers came forth out of Egypt, 
even unto this day. 

16 Moreover Manasseh shed inno¬ 
cent blood very much, till he had filled 
Jerusalem from one end to another; 
besides bis sin wherewith he mado 
Judah to sin, in doing that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 

17 Now the rest of the acta of 
Manasseh, and all that he did, and 
his sin that he sinned, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? 

18 And Manasseh slept with his 


fathers, and was buried in the garden 
of his own honse, in the garden of 
Uzza; and Amon his son reigned in 
his stead. 

19 Amon was twenty and two years 
old when he began to reigD, and he 
reigned two years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother's name was Meshul- 
lemcth, the daughter of Haruz of 
Jotbah. 

20 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, as his father 
Manasseh did. 

21 And he walked in all the way 
that his father walked in, and Berved 
the idols that hia father served, and 
worshipped them; 

22 And he forsook the Lord God of 
his fathers, and walked not in the 
way of the Lord. 

23 And the servants of Amon con¬ 
spired against him, and slew the 
king in his own honse. 

24 And the people of the land slew 
alt them that had conspired against 
king Amon ; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his boq king in his 
stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of Amon 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah ? 

26 And he was buried in his sep 
nlchre in the garden of Uzza; and 
Josiah his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXIT. 

Josiah repaireth the temple—The book of thd 
law foxmd—Huldah propheridh. 
OSIAH was eight years old when 
ho began to reign, and he reigned 
thirty and one years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Jedidah, 
the daughter of Adaiah of Boscath. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, and walked 
in all the way of David his father, 
and turned not aside to the right 
hand or to the left. 

3 And it came to pass in the 
eighteenth year of king Josiah, that 
the king sent Shaphan the son of 
Azaliah, the son of Meahullam, the 
soribe, to the house of the Lord, say- 
ingi 

4 Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, 
that he may sum the silver whioh it 
brought into the house of the Lord, 
whioh the keepers of the door have 
gathered of the people ; 
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ft And lot them deliver it into the 
hand of the doers of the work, that 
have the oversight of the house of 
the Lord ; and let them give it to tho 
doors of tho work, which is in the 
house of the Lord, to repair the 
breaches of the house, 

6 Unto carpenters, and builders, 
and masons, and to buy timhor and 
hewn stone to repair the house. 

7 Howbeit, there was no reckoning 
made with them of the money that 
was delivered into their hand, hecause 
they dealt faithfully. 

8 And Hilkiah the high priost said 
unto Shaphan the scribe, I have 
found the book of the law in the house 
of the Lord. And Hilkiah gavo the 
book to Sbaphftn, aud he read it. 

9 And Shaphan tho scribe came to 
the king, and brought the king word 
again, and said, Thy servants have 
gathered the money that was found 
in the houso, and have delivered it 
into the hand of them that do the 
work, that have the oversight of tho 
house of the Lord. 

10 And Shaphan the soribe showed 
tho king, saying, Hilkiah the priest 
hath deliverod mo a book. And 
Shaphan read it before the king. 

11 And it oame to pass, when the 
king had heard tho words of tho 
book of tho law, that he rent his 
olotheB. 

12 And the king commanded Hil¬ 
kiah the priest, and Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan, and Achkor the son of 
Miohaiah, and Shaphan tho Baribo, 
and Asahiah a servant of tho king’s, 
saying, 

13 Go ye, inquire of the Lord for 
me, and for the people, and for all 
Judah, oonoerning the words of this 
book that is found; for great is the 
wrath of the Lord that is kindled 
against us, because our fathers have 
not hearkened unto the words of this 
book, to do according onto all that 
which is writteD concerning ns. 

14 So Hilkiah the prieRt, and 
Ahikam, and Aohbor, and 6haphnn, 
and Asahiah, went unto nuldan, the 
prophetess, the wife of 6hallum the 
son of Tikvah, the son of narhas, 
keoper of the wardrobe; (now she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in the college;) 
and they communed with her. 

15 And she said unto them, Thns 
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saith the Lord God of Israel, Tell the 
man that sent yon to me, 

16 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, 1 
will bring evil upon this place, and 
upon tho inhabitants thereof, even all 
the words of the book which the 
king of Judah hath road; 

17 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me to 
anger with all the works of their 
hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
kindled against this place, and shall 
not be quenched. 

18 But to the king of Judah which 
sent you to inquire of the Lord, thus 
shall ye say to him, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, As touching the 
words which thou hast heard ; 

19 Bocause thine heart was tender, 
and thou hasthumhled thyself before 
the Lord, when thou hcardest what I 
snake against this place, and against 
tne inhabitants tneroof, that they 
should become a desolation and a 
curse, and hast rent thy olothes, and 
wept before me; I also have heard 
thee, saith the Lord. 

20 Behold therefore, I will gather 
thee unto thy fathers, and thou shalt 
be gathered into thy grave in peace; 
and thine eyes shall not see all the 
evil whioh I will bring upon this 
place. And they brought the king 
word again. 

CnAFTER XXIII. 

Josiah causelh the book of the law to be nod 
in a solemn assembly — Hr. ren north Vie 
covenant of the Lord—He destroytth idol¬ 
atry—He burnt dead men’s bones upon the 
altar Beth-el—He kept passaver—He 

put away witches—Josiah stain — Jthoia- 
kim made king. 

ND the king sent, and they ga¬ 
thered unto him all the elders of 
Judah aDd of Jerusalem. 

2 And the king went np into the 
houso of the Lord, and all the men 
of Judah and all the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem with him, and the priests, 
and the prophets, and all the people, 
both small and great; and he read 
in their ears all the words of the 
book of the oovenant whioh was found 
in the house of the Lord. 

3 And the king stood by a pillar, 
and made a oovenant before the 
Lord, to walk after the Lord, and to 
keep his commandments and hie tes¬ 
timonies and his statutes with all 
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their heait and all their soul, to per¬ 
form the words of this covenant that 
were written in this book. And all 
the people stood to the covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the high priest, and the prieBts of 
the second order, and the keepers of 
the door, to bring forth out of the 
temple of the Lord all the vessels 
that were made for Baal, and for the 
grove, and for all the host of heaven ; 
and he burned them without Jerusa¬ 
lem in the fields of Ridron, and car¬ 
ried the ashes of them onto Beth el. 

5 And he put down the idolatrous 
riests, whom the kings of Judah 
ad ordained to bum incense in the 

high places in the cities of Judah, 
and in the places roond about Jeru¬ 
salem ; them also that burned incense 
onto Baal, to the sun, and to the 
moon, and to the planets, and to all 
the host of heaven. 

6 And ho brought out the grove 
from the house of the Lord, without 
Jerusalem, unto the brook Kidrou, 
and burned it at the brook Kidron, 
and stamped it small to powder, and 
east the powder thereof upon the 
graves of the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses of 
the sodomites, that were by the house 
of the Lord, where tho women wove 
hangings for the grove. 

6 And he brought all the priests 
out of the oities of Judah, and defiled 
the high places where the priests 
had burned incense, from Geba to 
Beer-sheba, and brake down the 
high places of the gates that were in 
the entering in of the gate of Joshua 
the governor of the city, which were 
on a man's left hand at the gate of 
the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the 
high places oame not up to the altar 
of the Lord in Jerusalem, but they 
did eat of the unleavened bread 
among their brethren. 

10 And he defiled Topheth, which 
is in the valley of the children of 
Hinnotn, that no man might make 
his son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire to Moleoh. 

11 And he took away the horsos 
that the kings of Judah had given to 
the sun, at the entering in of the 
house of the Lord, by the ohamber 
of Nathan-meleoh the chamberlain, 


which was in the suburbs, end 
burned the chariots of the sun with 
fire. 

12 And the altars that were on the 
top of Ibe upper chamber of Abas, 
which the kings of Judah had made, 
and the altars which MaDasseh had 
made in the two courts of the house 
of the Lord, did the king beat down, 
and brake them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into the 
brook Ridron. 

13 And the high places that were 
before Jerusalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of corrup¬ 
tion, which Solomon the king of 
Israel had builded for Ashtoreth the 
abomination of the Zidoniane, and 
for Chcmosh the abomination of the 
Moabites, and for Milcom the abomi¬ 
nation of the children of Ammon, 
did the king defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the 
images, and cut down the groves, 
and filled their places with the bones 
of men. 

15 Moreover the altar that was at 
Beth-el, and the high place which 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin, had made, both thar 
altar and the high place he brake 
down, and burned the high place, aud 
stamped it small to powder, and 
burned the grove. 

16 And as Josiah turned himself, be 
spied the sepulchres that were there 
in the mount, and sent, and took the 
bones out of the sepulchres, and 
burned them upon tne altar, and 
polluted it, according to the word 
of the Lord which the man of God 
proclaimed, who proclaimed these 
words. 

17 Then he said, What title is that 
that I see ? And the men of the oitj 
told him, It is the sepulchre of the 
man of God, whioh came from Ju 
dah, and proclaimed these things that 
thou hast done against the altar of 
Beth-el. 

18 And he said, Let him alone; lei 
no man move his bones. So they lei 
his bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that oame out of Samaria. 

19 And all the houses also of tha 
high places that were in the cities of 
Samaria, which the kings of Israel 
had made to provoke tho Lord to 
anger, Josiah took away, and did te 
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them according to all the acts that 
he had done in Bcth-el. 

20 And bo slew all the priests of the 
high places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men's bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem. 

21 And the king commanded all the 
people, saying, Keep the passover 
unto the Lord your God, as it is writ¬ 
ten in the book of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden such 
a passover from the days of the 
judges that judged Israol, nor in all 
the days of the kings of Israel, nor 
of the kings of Judah ; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of 
king Josiah, wherein this passover 
was holden to tue Lord in Jerusalem. 

24 Moreover the workers with fami¬ 
liar spirits, and the wizards, and tho 
images, and tho idols, and all tho 
abominations that were spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did 
Josiah put away, that he might per¬ 
form the words of the law, which wero 
written in the book that Hilkiah 
tho nriost found in the hoaBe of the 
Lord. 

25 And like unto him was there no 
king before him, that turned to the 
Lord with all his heart, and with all 
his bouI, and with all hiB might, 
aoeording to all the law of Moses; 
neither alter him arose there any like 
him. 

26 Notwithstanding, the Lord turned 
not from the fieroeness of his great 
wrath, wherewith his anger was 
kindled against Judah, boouuBe of all 
the provocations that Munasseh had 
provoked him withal. 

27 And the Lord said, I wilt re¬ 
move Judah also out of my sight, as 
I have removod Israel, and will oast 
off this oity Jerusalem whioh I have 
ehosen, and tho house of whioh I 
said, My name shall be there. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Jo¬ 
siah, and all that he did, are they not 
written in tho book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

29 Inh is days Pharaoh-neohoh king 
of Egypt wont up against the king 
of Assyria to the river Euphrates; 
and king Josiah went against him; 
and he slew him at Megiddo, when 
he had soen him. 

30 And his servants aarriod him in 
a chariot dead from Megiddo, and 


brought him to Jerusalem, and buried 
him in his own sepulchre. And the 
people of the land took Jehoahai 
the sou of Josiah, and anointed him, 
and made him kiug in his father's 
stead. 

31 Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when ho began to reign, and 
he reigned three months in Jerusa¬ 
lem. And his mother's name was 
Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiah 
of Libnah. 

32 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his fathers had done. 

33 And Pharaoh-ncchoh put him in 
bands at Iliblah in tho land of Ha¬ 
math, that he might not reign in Je¬ 
rusalem ; and put tho land to a tribute 
of a hundred talents of silver, and a 
talent of gold. 

34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Elia- 
kim the son of Josiah king in the 
room of Josiah hi9 father, and turned 
his name to Jehoiakim, and took Je¬ 
hoahaz away; and he camo to Egypt, 
and died there. 

35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver 
and tho gold to Pharaoh; but he 
taxed the land to give the money ao- 
oording to tho commandment of Pha¬ 
raoh ; he exacted the silver and the 
gold of tho people of the land, of 
every one according to his taxation, 
to give it uuto Pharaoh-ncchoh. 

36 Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when ho began to reign; 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Zebudah, the daughter of Pedaiah 
of Rumah. 

37 And he did that whioh was evil 
in the sight of tho Lord, aooording 
to all that his fathers had done. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

JehviaJcim procureth his own rui'n— Jchoio- 

chin's evil reign—Jerusalem, taken and 

carried capture into Babylon—ZedeJnah 

is made Icing. 

N hiB days Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon oame up, and Jehoia¬ 
kim became his servant three yean; 
then he turned and rebelled against 
him. 

2 And the Lord sent against him 
bands of the Chaldees, and bands of 
the Syrians, and bands of the Moab¬ 
ites, and bands of tbe ohildren of 
Ammon, and sent them against Jb- 
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dab to destroy it, according to the 
word of the Lord, whioh he spako by 
hiB servants the prophets. 

3 6urely at the commandment of 
the Lord came thiB upon Judah, to 
remove them out of hiB eight, for the 
■ins of Manasseb, according to all 
that he did; 

4 And also for the innocent blood 
that he shed; for he filled Jerusalem 
with innocent blood; which the Lord 
would not pardon. 

5 Now the rest of the aots of Jehoia- 
kim, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

6 So Jehoiakim slept with his fa¬ 
thers ; and Jehoiachin his son reigned 
in hie stead. 

7 And the king of Egypt oame not 
again any more out of his land; for 
the king of Babylon had taken from 
the river of Egypt unto the river Eu¬ 
phrates all that pertained to the king 
of Egypt. 

8 Jehoiachin was eighteen years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem three months. 
And his mother’s name was Nehushta, 
the daughter of Elnathau of Jerusa¬ 
lem. 

9 And he did that whioh was evil 
in the Bight of the Lord, according 
to all that his father had done. 

10 At that time the servants of Ne- 
buohadnezzar king of Babylon came 
np against Jerusalem, and the oity 
was besieged. 

11 And Nebuchadnezzar king of Ba¬ 
bylon oame against the city, and his 
servants did besiege it. 

12 And Jehoiachin the king of Ju¬ 
dah went out to the king of Babylon, 
he, and his mother, and his servants, 
and his princes, and hiB officers; and 
the king of Babylon took him in the 
eighth year of his reign. 

13 And he carried out thence all the 
treasures of the house of the Lord, 
and the treasures of the king’s house, 
and out in pieces all the vessels of 
gold whioh Solomon king of Israel 
had made in the temple of the Lord, 
as the Lord had said. 

14 And he carried away all Jerusa¬ 
lem, and all the prinoes, and all the 
mighty men of valour, even ten thou¬ 
sand oaptives, and all the craftsmen 
and smiths; none remained, save the 


poorest sort of the people of the 
land. 

15 And he carried away Jehoiachin 
to Babylon, and the king’s mother, 
and the king’s wives, and his officers, 
and the mighty of the land, those car¬ 
ried he into captivity from Jerusalem 
to Babylon. 

16 And all the men of might, even 
seven thousand, and craftsmen and 
smiths a thousand, all that were strong 
aud apt for war, even them the king 
of Babylon brought captive to Ba¬ 
bylon. 

17 And the king of Babylon mad* 
Mattaniah his father's brother king 
in his stead, and changed his natn^ 
to Zedekiah. 

18 Zedekiah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiub 
of Libnah. 

19 And he did that which was evil 
in the eight of the Lord, according to 
all that Jehoiakim had done. 

20 For through the anger of the 
Lord it oame to pass in Jerusalem 
and Judah, until he had cast them 
out from his presence, that Zedekiah 
rebelled against the king of Babylon 

CHAPTER XSV. 

Jerusalem, besieged—Zedekiah taken , 
jtain, his eyes put out — Judah carried 
captivity. 

ND it oame to pass in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tend* 
month, in the tenth day of the montii. 
that Nebuchadnezzar king of Bain 
Ion came, he, and all his host, against 
Jerusalem, and pitched against it; 
and they built forts against it rouml 
about. 

2 And the oity was besieged unto 
the eleventh year of king Zedekiah 

3 And on the ninth day of the fourth 
month the famine prevailed in the 
city, and there was no bread for the 
people of the land. 

4 And the oity was broken up, and 
all the men of war fled by night by the 
way of the gate botween two walls, 
whioh is by the king’s garden; (now 
the Chaldees were against the oily 
round about;) and tho king wont the 
way toward the plain. 

5 And the army of the Chaldees » 
pursued after the king, and overt'' u 
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him In the plains of Jorioho; and all 
his army were scattered from him. 

0 So they took tho king, and brought 
him up to the king of Babylon to Rih- 
lah; and they gave judgment upon 
him. 

7 And they slew the sons of Zedo- 
kiah before hie eyes, and put out tho 
eyes of Zedekiah, and bound him 
with fetters of brass, and carried him 
to Babylon. 

8 And in the fifth month, on tho 
seventh day of the month, which is 
tho nineteenth year of king Nebu- 
ohadnezznr king of Babylon, came 
Nebuzar-adan, captain of the guard, 
a servant of the king of Babylon, 
nnto Jerusalem; 

6 And he burnt tbe houso of tho 
Lord, and tho king’s houso, and all 
the houses of Jerusalem, and every 
great man’s house burnt he with fire. 

10 And all tho army of the Chal¬ 
dees, that were with the captain of 
tbe guard, brake down the walls of 
Jerusalem round ahout. 

11 Now the rest of the people that 
were left in the city, and the fugitives 
that fell away to the king of Bahy- 
lon, with the remnant of tho multi¬ 
tude, did Nebuzar-adan tho captain 
of the guard oorry away. 

12 But the captain of the guard 
left of the poor of the land to be 
vinedressers and husbandmen. 

13 And the pillars of brasB that 
were in the house of the Lord, and 
tho bases, and the brazen sea that 
was in llic house of tho Lord, did 
the Chaldees break in pieces, and 
oarried the brass of them to Babylon. 

14 And tho pots, and tho shovels, 
and the snuflers, and the spoons, 
and all the vessels of brass wherowith 
they ministered, took they away. 

16 And the firo-pans, and tho howls, 
and such things as wore of gold, in 
gold, and of silver, in silver, the cap¬ 
tain of tbe guard took away. 

18 The two pillars, one sea, and 
the bases whion Solomon had made 
for the house of tho Lord ; the brass 
of all these vessels was without 
weight. 

17 The height of the one pillar was 
eighteen oabits, and the ohapitor 
upon it was brass; and the height of 
the ohapitor three cubits; and the 
wrealhen work and pomegranates 


npon the chapiter round about, all 
of brass; and like unto these had 
the second pillar with wreathen work. 

IP And the oaptnin of the guard 
took Scrainh tho chief priest, and 
Zcphaui&h the second priest, and the 
three keepers of the door; 

16 And out of the city he took an 
officer that was set over the men of 
war, and five men of them that were 
in the king’s presence, which were 
found in the city, and the principal 
scribe of the host, which mustered 
the people of tho land, and three¬ 
score men of the peoplo of the land 
that were found in the city; 

20 And Nebuzar-adan captain of 
the guard took these, and brought 
them to the king of Babylon to Rib- 
lah ; 

21 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and slew them at Rihlah in the 
land of Hamath. So Judah was car¬ 
ried away out of their land. 

22 And as for the people that re¬ 
mained in the land of Judah, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
had left, even over them he made 
Qcdaliah the son of Ahikam, the son 
of Shaphan, ruler. 

23 And when all the oaptains of 
tho armies, they and their men, hoard 
that the king of Babylon had mado 
Gedaliah governor, there came to 
Godaliah to Mizpah, even Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah, and Johanan 
the son of Careah, and Seraiah the 
son of Tanhumeth the Netophothite, 
and Jaazaniah the son of a Maaohath- 
itc, they and their men. 

24 And Gedaliah eware to them, and 
to their men, and said unto them, 
Fear not to be the servants of the 
Chaldees; dwell in the land, and 
serve the king of Bahylon; and it 
shall he well with you. 

25 But it oame to pass in the 
seventh month, that Ishmael, the son 
of Nethaniah, the son of Elish&ma, 
of the seed royal, oame, and ten 
men with him, and smote Gedaliah, 
that he died, and tho Jews and the 
Chaldees that were with him at Mis- 
pah. 

20 And all the people, both small 
and great, and the oaptains of the 
armies, arose and oame to Egypt; for 
thoy were afraid of the Chaldees. 

27 And it oame to pass in the seven 
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and thirtieth year of the captivity 
of Johoiachiu king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, on the seven and 
twentieth day of the month, that Evil- 
morodoch king of Babylon in the 
yoar that he began to reign did lift 
up the head of Jehoiachin king of 
Judah out of prison; 

28 And he epako kindly to him, and 


set his throne above the throne of the 
kings that were with him in Babylon ; 

29 And changed his prison gar¬ 
ments ; and he did eat bread continu¬ 
ally before him all the days of his life. 

30 And his allowance was a con¬ 
tinual allowance given him of the 
king, a daily rate for every day, all 
the days of his life.

6 And the sons of Gomer; Ashche- 
naz, and Riphath, and Togarmah. 

7 And the sons of Javan; Elishah, 
and Tarshish, Kittim, and Dodanim. 
8 The sons of Ham ; Cush, and Miz- 
raim, Put, and Canaan. 

9 And the sons of Cush ; Seba, and 
Havilah, and Sabta, and Raamah, 
and Sabtecha. And the bods of Raa¬ 
mah ; Sheba, and Dedan. 

10 And Cush begat Nimrod; ho 
began to be mighty upon the earth. 

11 And Mizraim begat Ludiin, and 
Anamim, and Lehabim, and Naph- 
tuhim. 

12 And Pathrusim, and Casluhim, 
(of whom oame the Philistines,) and 
Caphtorira. 

13 And Canaan begat Zidon his 
first-born, and Heth, 

14 The Jebnsite also, and the Amor- 
ite, and the Girgashito, 

15 And the Hivite, and the Arkite, 
and tho Sinite, 

16 And the Arvadite, and the Ze- 
marite, and the Hamathite. 

17 The sons of Shem; Elam, and 
Asshur, and Arphaxad, and Lud, and 
Aram, and Uz, and Hul, and Gether, 
and Meshcch. 

18 And Arphaxad begat Shclah, 
and Shelah begat Eber. 

19 And unto Eber were born two 


sous; the name of the one was Peleg; 
because in his days the earth was 
divided; and his brother’s name was 
Joktau. 

20 And Joktan begat Almcdad, 
and Sheleph, and Hazarmaveth, and 
Jerah, 

21 Hadoram also, and Uzal, and 
Diklah, 

22 And Ebal, and Abimael, and 
Sheba, 

23 And Ophir, and Havilah, and 
Jobab. All these were the sons of 
Joktan. 

24 Shem, Arphaxad, Shelah, 

25 Eber, Peleg, Reu, 

26 Serug, Nahor, Terah, 

27 Abram; the same is Abraham. 

23 The sons of Abraham; Isaac, 

and Ishmael. 

29 These are their generations; 
Tho first-born of Ishmael, Nebaiotb; 
then Kcdar, and Adbeel, and Mihsam, 

30 Mishma, and Dumah, Massa, Ha- 
dad, and Temn, 

31 Jetur, Naphish, and Kedemah. 
These are the sons of Ishmael. 

32 Now the sons of Keturah, Abra¬ 
ham’s concubine; she bare Zimran, 
and Jokshan, and Medan, and Mi- 
dian, and Ishbak, and Shuah. And 
the sons of Jokshan; Sheba, and 
Dedan. 

33 And the sons of Midian; Hphah, 
and Epher, and Henoch, and Abida, 
and Eldaah. All these are the sons 
of Iveturah. 

34 And Abraham begat Isaac. The 
sous of Isaac; Esau and Israel. 

35 The sons of Esau; Eliphai, 
Rcuol, and Jeush, and Jaalam, and 
Korah. 

36 The sous of Eliphaz; Teman, 
and Omar, Zephi, and Gatam, Kens-, 
and Tiinna, and Amalek. 
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37 The sons of Rene]; Nahath, 
Zerah, Shammah, and Mizzah. 

38 And the sona of Seir; Lotan, 
and Shobal, and Zibeon, and Annh, 
and Diehon, aad Ezar, and DiBhan. 

39 And the aona of Lotan; Hori, 
and Horaam ; and Tiinna was Lotan 'h 
lister. 

-10 The aona of Shobal; Alian, and 
Mannhalh, and Ebal, Shephi, and 
Onam. And the sona of Zibeon; 
Aifth, and Anab. 

41 The sona of Anah; Dishon. 
And tbe sons of Diabon ; Ainram, 
and Eehban, and Ithran, and Cheran. 

42 The sons of Ezer; Bilhan, and 
Zavan, and Jakan. The sons of Di- 
ihan ; Uz, and Aran. 

43 Now these are the kings that 
reigned in the land of Edom before 
any king reigned over tbe children of 
Israel; Bela the Bon of Beor; and 
the name of bis city was Din- 
babuh. 

44 And whon Bela was dead, Jobab 
the son of Zorah of Bozrah reigned 
in his stead. 

45 And whon Jobab was dead, 
Husham of the land of the Teman- 
ites roigned in his stood. 

46 And whon Hushain was dead, 
Uadad the son of Bedad, which 
Bmote Midian in the Geld of Moab, 
roigned in his stoad ; and the name 
of bis city was Avith. 

47 And when Hadad was dead, 
Sarnlah of Maereknh reigned in his 
stead. 

48 And when Samlah was dead, 
Shaul of Rohoboth by the river 
reigned in his stead. 

49 And when Shaul was dead, Baal- 
hanan tho son of Aohbor reigned in 
his stoad. 

50 And when Baal-hanan was doad, 
Uadad reigned in his stead; and the 
name of his eity was Pai; and his 
wife’s name was Mebotabol, the 
daughter of Matred, tho daughtor of 
Mezahab. 

51 Hadad died also. And the dukes 
of Edom were: duke Tiinnab, duke 
Aliah, duke Jethoth, 

52 Duke Aholibamah, duke Elah, 
duke Pinon, 

63 Duke Konaz, duke Teman, duke 
Mibzar, 

64 Duke Magdiel, duke Iram. Those 
are the dukes of Edom.

6 And the sons of Zerah ; Zimri, 
aud Ethan, and Reman, aad Calool, 
and D&ra; five of them in all. 

7 And the sons of Carmi; Aohar, 
the troubler of Israel, who transgress¬ 
ed in the thing accursed. 

8 And the sons of Ethan; Azariah. 

0 The sons also of Ilezron, that 

were born unto him; Jerahmeel, and 
Ram, and Chelubai. 

10 And Ram begat Amminadab; 
and Amminadab begat Nahshon, 
princo of the children of Judah; 

11 And Nahshon begat Salma, and 
Salma begat Boaz, 

12 And Boaz begat Obed, and Obed 
begat Jesse. 

13 And Jesse begat his flrst-horn 
Eliab, and Abinadab the second, and 
Shimina the third, 

14 Nelhaneol the fourth, Raddai 
the fifth, 

15 Ozcm the sixth, David the 
seventh ; 

16 Whose sisters were Zeruiah, and 
Abigail. And the sons of Zeruiah; 
Abishai, and Joab, and Asahel, three. 

17 And Abigail bare Amaea; and 
the father of Amasa was Jether the 
Ishmaclite. 

18 Aud Caleb the son of Hesron 
hegat children of Azub&h his wife, 
and of Jorioth ; her sons are these; 
Jesher, and Shobab, and Ardon. 

19 And whon Azubah was dead, 
Caleb took unto him Ephrath, whioh 
baro him Hur. 

20 And Hur begat Cri, and Uri 
begat Becaleel. 

21 And afterward Hezron went in 
to the daughter of Maohir the father 
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of Gilead, whom he marriod when he 
was three-soore years old; and she 
bare him Seguh. 

22 Aod Seguh begat Jair, who had 
three and twenty cities in the land of 
Gilead. 

23 And ho took Geshur, and Aram, 
with the towns of Jair, from them, 
with Kenath, and the towns thereof, 
even three-score cities. All these be¬ 
longed to the sons of Machir tho fa¬ 
ther of Gilead. 

24 And after that Hezron was dead 
in Caleb-ephratah, then Abiah IIcz- 
ron’s wife bare him Ashur the father 
of Tekoa. 

25 And the sons of Jcrahmecl the 
first-born of Ilezron were, Ram the 
first-born, and Bunah, and Orcn, and 
Ozom, and Ahijab. 

26 Jerahmeel had also another wife, 
whose name was Atarah ; sho was the 
mother of Onam. 

27 And the sons of Ram the first¬ 
born of Jerahmeel were, Manz, and 
Jamin, and Ekcr. 

26 And the sons of Onam were, 
Shammai, and Jada. And the sons 
of Shammai; Nadab, and Abishur. 

29 And the name of the wife of 
Abishur was Abihail, and sho bare 
him Ahban, and Molid. 

30 And the sons of Nadab; Seled, 
and Appaim ; but Seled died without 
children. 

31 And the sons of Appaim; Ishi. 
And the sons of Ishi; Sheshan. And 
the children of Sheshan ; Ahlai. 

32 And the sons of Jada the brother 
of Shammai; Jether, and Jonathan; 
and Jether died without ohildren. 

33 And the sons of Jonathan; Pe- 
leth, and Zaza. These were the sons 
of Jerahmeel. 

34 Now Sheshan had no boob, but 
daughters. And Sheshan had a ser¬ 
vant, an Egyptian, whose name wa9 
Jarha. 

35 And Sheshan gave his daughter 
to Jarha his servant to wife ; and she 
bare him Attai. 

36 And Attai begat Nathan, and 
Nathan begat Zabad, 

37 And Zabad begat Ephlal, and 
Ephlal begat Obed, 

36 And Obed begAt Jehu, and Jehu 
begat Azariah, 

39 And Azariah begat Helez, and 
Heiea begat Eleasah, 


40 And Eleasah begat Sisamai, an4 
Sisamai hegat Shallum, 

41 And Shallnm begat Jckamiah, 
aDd Jckamiah begat Elishama. 

42 Now the sons of Caleh the 
brother of Jerahmeel were, Mesha his 
first-born, which was the father of 
Ziph ; and the sons of Mareshah the 
father of Hebron. 

43 And the sons of Hebron; Ko- 
rah, and Tnppuah, and Rekem, end 
Shcma. 

44 And Shema hegat Raham, tbe 
father of Jorkoatn ; and Rekem be¬ 
gat Shammai. 

45 And tho son of Shammai was 
Maon ; and Maon was the father of 
Betb-zur. 

46 And Ephah, Caleb’s concubine, 
bare Ilaran, and Moza, and Gazez; 
and Haran begat Gazez. 

47 And the sons of Jahdai; Re¬ 
gem, and Jotharn, and Gesham, and 
Pelet, and Ephah, and Shaaph. 

"46 Maachah, Caleb's concubine, 
bare Sheber, and Tirbanah. 

49 She bare also Shaaph the father 
of Madmannah, Sbcva the father of 
Machbenah, and the father of Gibea; 
and the daughter of Caleb was Achsa. 

50 These were the sons of Caleb 
the son of Ilur, tho first-born of 
Ephratah; Shobal the father of 
Kirjatb-jearim. 

51 Salma the father of Beth-lehem. 
Harcph the father of Beth-gader. 

52 And Shobal the father of Kir- 
jath-jearim bad sons; Haroeh, and 
half of the Mannhcthites. 

53 And the families of Kiijath-jea- 
rim; the Ithrites, and the Puhites, 
and the Shumathitcs, and the Mish- 
raites; of them came the Zareathites, 
and the Eshtaulites. 

54 The sons of Salma; Beth-lehem. 
and the Netophathites, Ataroth, the 
house of Joab, and half of the Mana- 
hethites, the Zorites. 

55 And the families of the scribes 
which dwelt at Jabez; the Tirathites, 
the Shimcathitcs, and Suohathites. 
These are tho Kenites that came of 
Hemath, tho father of the house of 
Rechab.

14 Amon his son, Joeinh his son. 

15 And the bods of Josiuh wore, 
the first-born Johanan, the second 
Jehoiakim, the third Zcdekiah, the 
fourth Shallum. 

16 And the sons of Jehoiakim; Je- 
ooniah his son, Zedokiah bis sou. 

17 And tho sonB of Jeooniah; Aesir, 
S&lathiel his son, 

18 Malohiram also, and Podaiah, 
and Shenazar, Jeoamiah, lloshama, 
and Nodabiah. 

19 Aud the sons of Podniah were, 
Zerubbabel, and Shimoi; and the 
sons of Zerubbabel; Moshullniu, and 
Ilananiah, and Shelomith their sis¬ 
ter ; 

20 And llashubah, and Ohel, and 
Bereohiah, and Hnsadiah, Jusbah- 
hesed, five.

7 And the sons of Helah were, Ze¬ 
roth, and Jozoar, and Ethnan. 

8 And Coz begat Anub, and Zobe- 
bah, and the families of Aharhel the 
son of Harum. 

9 And Jabez was more honourable 
than his brethren; and his mother 
oalled his name Jabez, Baying, Be¬ 
cause I bear him with sorrow. 

10 And Jabez oalled on the God of 
Israel, saying, Oh that thou wouldest 
bless mo indeed, and enlarge my ooast, 
and that thino hand might be with 
mo, and that thou wouldest keep me 
from ovil, that it may not grieve me! 
And God gruntod him that whioh he 
requested. 

11 And Cholub tho brother of Shuah 
begat Mehir, whioh was the father of 
Bshton. 
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12 And Eehton hogat Belh-rapha, 
and Pascah, and TchinDah the falher 
of Ir-nahash. Thc$e are the men of 
Rcchah. 

13 And the eons of Kenaz; Othniel, 
and Seraiah; and the eons of Othniel; 
Uathath. 

14 And Meonothai begat Ophrah ; 
and Seraiah hegat Joah, the father 
of tho valley of Charashim; for they 
were craftemen. 

16 And the sons of Caleh the son 
of Jephunneh; Iru, Elah, and Naam; 
and the aons of Elah, even Kenaz. 

16 And the sons of Jchalelccl; Ziph, 
and Ziphah, Tiria, and Asarcel. 

17 And the eons of Ezra were, 
Jether, and Mered, and Epher, and 
Jalon; and ehe bare Miriam, and 
Shammai, and Ishbah the father of 
Eshtcmoa. 

18 And his wife Jchudijab hare 
Jered the father of Gcdor, and Hcbcr 
the father of Socho, and Jckuthiel 
the father of Zanoah. And these are 
the aons of BiLhiah the daughter of 
Pharaoh, which Mered took. 

19 And the aons of his wife IIo- 
diah the sister of Nah&in, the father 
of Keilah the Garmile, and Eshtemoa 
the Mnachathite. 

20 And the aona of Shimon were, 
Amnon, and Rinnah, Bcn-lmnan, and 
Tilon. And the eona of Ishi were, 
Zoheth, and Bcu-zoheth. 

21 The sons of Shelah tho eon of 
Judah were, Er the father of Lccah, 
and Loadah the father of Marcshah, 
and the families of tho house of them 
that wrought fine linen, of the house 
of Aahbea. 

22 And Jokim, and the men of 
Choiebo, and Joash, and Saraph, 
who had the dominion in Moab, and 
Jaahubi-lchem. And these are an- 
eient things. 

23 These were the potters, and 
those that dwelt among plants and 
hedges; there they dwelt with the 
king for hia work. 

24 The sons of Simeon were, Ne- 
moel, and J&min, Jarib, Zerah, and 
Bhaul; 

26 Shullum hia son, Mibsam hia 
ion, Misbma hia son. 

26 And the sons of Misbma; Ha- 
mnel his son, Zaoohur hia son, Shimei 
hia aon. 

27 And Shimei had sixteen aons 


and six daughters ; but his brethren 
hud not many children, neither did 
all their family multiply, like to the 
children of Judah. 

28 And they dwelt at Bccr-sheba, 
and Moladah, and Hazar-shual, 

29 And at Bilhah, and at Ezem, 
and at Tulad, 

30 And at Bcthuel, and at lIormak ; 
and at Ziklag, 

31 And at Betb-marcabotb, and 
Hazar-susim, and at Beth-biroi and 
at Shaaraim. These were their cities 
unto the reign of David. 

32 And their villages were, Etam, 
and Ain, Rimrnon, and Tochen, and 
Ashan, five cities; 

33 And all their villages that were 
round about the same cities, unto 
Baal. These were their habitations, 
and their genealogy. 

34 And Meshobab, and Jamleoh, 
and Joshah the son of Amaziah, 

35 And Joel, and Jehu the son of 
Josibiah, the son of Seraiah, the son 
of Asiel, 

36 And Elioenai, and Jaakobab, 
and Scshohaiah, and Asaiah, and 
Adicl, and Jesimicl, and Benaiah. 

37 And Ziza the son of Shiphi, the 
son of Allon, the son of Jedaiah, the 
son of Shimri, the son of Shemaiah ; 

38 These mentioned hy their names 
were princes in their families; and 
the house of their fathers increased 
greatly. 

39 And they went to tho entrance 
of Gedor, even unto the east side of 
the valley, to seek pasture for their 
Hooks. 

40 And they found fat pasture and 
good, and the land was wido, and 

? [uiet, and peaceable; for they of 
lam had dwelt there of old. 

41 And these written by name came 
in the days of Hezekiah king ol 
Judah, and smote their tents, and 
the habitations that were found there, 
and destroyed them utterly unto thii 
day, and dwelt in their rooms; because 
there was pasture there for their 
flocks. 

42 And some of them, even of the 
sons of Simeon, five hundred men, 
went to mount Seir, having for their 
captains Pclatiah, and Ncariah, and 
Rephaiah, and Uzziel, the sons of 
Ishi. 

43 And they imote the rest of the 
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Amftlckitcfl that were escaped, and 
dwelt there unto this day. 

CHAPTER V. 

The line of Reuben unto the captivity—The 

chief men of Gad — The number and con- 

meet of Reuben, Gad , and the half of 

Munasseh—Their captivity. 

OW the song of Reuben the first* 
born of Israel, (for he was tho 
lirslbom; but, forasmuch as he 
lefilcd hie father’s bed, his birth* 
right was given uuto the sons of 
Joseph the eon of Israel; and the 
genealogy is not to be reckoned after 
the birth-right. 

2 For Judah prevailed above his 
brethren, and of him came the chief 
ruler; but the birth-right was 
Joseph’s;) 

3 The sons, I say, of Reuben tho 
first-born of Israel were, Ilanoch, 
and Pallu, Uezron, and Cnrmi. 

4 The sons of Joel; Shewniah his 
eon, Gog his son, Sbimoi his son, 

5 Micah his son Reaia, his son, 
Baal his son, 

6 Bccrah his son, whom Tilgnth- 
pilncser king of Assyria carried away 
captive ; he was princo of the Reuben- 
ites. 

7 And his brethren by their fami¬ 
lies, when the genealogy of their 
generations was reckoned, were tho 
chief, Jeiol, and Zechnriah, 

8 Aud Bela the eon of Azaz, tho 
son of Sheina, the son of Joel, who 
dwelL in Arocr, even unto Ncbo and 
Baal-mcon; 

0 And eastward he inhabited unto 
the entering in of tho wilderness from 
the river Euphrates; because their 
cattle were multiplied in the land of 
Gilead. 

10 And in tho days of Saul they 
mado war with the Uagarites, who 
fell by their hand; and they dwelt 
in their tents throughout all the cast 
land of Gilead. 

11 And tho children of Gad dwelt 
over against them, in the land of 
Bashan unto Salcah ; 

12 Joel the chief, and Shapham tho 
next, and Januai, and Shaphat in 
Bashan. 

13 And their brethren of tho house 
of their fathers wore, Michael, and 
McBhullam, and Sheba, and Jorai, and 
Jochau, and Zia, and Hober, seven. 

14 Tbese are tho children of Abihail 


the eon of Huri, the eon of Jaro&h, 
the son of Gilead, the 6on of Michael, 
tho son of Jeshishai, the son of 
Jahdo, the son of Buz; 

15 Ahi the son of Abdicl, the son 
of Guni, chief of the house of their 
fathers. 

16 And they dwelt in Gilead in 
Bashan, and in her tnwus, and in all 
the suburbs of Sharon, upon their 
borders. 

17 All these were reckoned *>y 
genealogies in the days of Jotham 
king of Judah, and in the days of 
Jeroboam king of Israel. 

18 The sons of Reuben, and the 
Qadiles, and half the tribo of Ma- 
nassch, of valiant men, men able to 
bear buckler and sword, and to shoot 
with bow, and skilful in war, were 
four and forty thousand seven hundred 
and three-score, that went out to the 
war. 

19 And they made war with the 
Ilagaritcs, with Jclur, and Nephish, 
and Nodah. 

20 And they were helped against 
them, and the ilagaritcs were deliv¬ 
ered into their hand, and all that 
were with them; for they cried to 
God in the battle, and he was entreated 
of them ; because they put their trust 
in him. 

21 And they took away their oattle; 
of their oamels fifty thousand, and of 
sheep two hundred and fifty thousand, 
and of asses two thousand, and of 
mon a hundred thousand. 

22 For there fell down many slain, 
because the war was of God. And 
they dwelt in their steads until the 
captivity. 

23 And the children of the half 
tribe of Manasseh dwelt in the land; 
(hey increased from Bashan unto 
Baal-hcrmon and Senir, and onto 
mount llermon. 

- 24 And these were the heads of the 
houso of their fathors, even Epher, 
and Ishi, and Eliel, and Asriel, and 
Jeremiah, and Hodaviah, and Jahdiel, 
mighty men of valour, famous mon, 
and heads of the house of their 
fathers. 

25 And they transgressed against 
tho God of their fathers, and went a 
whoring after the gods of the people 
of the land, whom God destroyed 
before them. 
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20 And the God of Israel stirred up 
the spirit of Pul king of Assyria, and 
the spirit of Tilgath-pilneser king of 
Assyria, and he carried them away, 
even the Reubcnitca, and the Gadites, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh, and 
brought them unto Halah, and Habor, 
and Hara, and to the river Gozan, 
unto this day.

(he it is that exeented the priest's 
office in the temple that Solomon 
hnilt in Jerusalem;) 

11 And Azariah hegat Amariah, 
and Amariah begat Ahitub, 

12 And Ahitub begat Zadok, and 
Zadok begat Shalium, 

13 And Shalium begat Hilkiah, and 
Hilkiah begat Azariah, 

14 And Azariah hegat Seraiah, and 
Seraiah begat Jehozadak, 

13 And Jehozadak went into oap- 
tivity, when the Lord oarried away 
Judah and Jerusalem hy the hand oP 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

16 The sons of Levi; Gershom, Ko¬ 
hath, and ^fierari. 

17 And tnese be the names of the 
sonB of Gershom; Libni, and Shimei. 

13 And the sons of Kohath wore, 
Amram, and Izhar, and Hehron, and 
Uzziel. 

19 The sons of Merari; Mahli, and 
Mushi. And these are the families of 
the Levites according to their fathers. 


20 Of Gershom; Libni bis son, Jo- 
hath his son, Zimmah his son, 

21 Joah his sod, Iddo his son, Ze- 
rah his sou, Jeatcrai his son. 

22 The eons of Kohath; Ammina- 
dab his son, Korah his son, Aesir hii 
son,

24 Tahath his son, Uriel his ton, 
Uzziah his son, and Shaul hie son. 

25 And the sons of Elkanah, 
Amasai, and Ahiinoth. 

26 As lor Elkanah; the sons of

27 Eiiab his son, Jerobam his son, 
Elkanah his son. 

28 And the sons of Samuel; the 
first-born Vashni, and Abiah. 

29 The sons of Merari; Mahli, 
Libni his son, Shimei his 6on, Uzza 
his son, 

30 Shimea his son, Haggiah his son, 
Aaaiah his son. 

31 And these are they whom David 
set over the service of song in the 
house of tho Lord, after that the arb 
had rest. 

32 And they ministered before the 
dwelling-place of the tabernacle of 
the congregation with singing, until 
Solomon had built the house of the 
Lord in Jerusalem; and then they 
waited on their office according tc 
their order. 

33 And these are they that waited 
with their children. Of the sons of 
the Kohathites; Heman a singer, the 
son of Joel, the son of Shemuel, 

34 The son of Elkanah, the son of 
Jeroham, the son of Eliel, the son of 
Toah, 

35 The son of Zuph, the son of

38 The son of Izhar, the son of Ko¬ 
hath, the son of Levi, the son of 
Israel. 

39 And his brother Asaph, who 
stood on his right hand, even Asaph 
the son of Beraohiah, the son of 
Shimeah, 
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40 The eon of Miohoel, the Ron of 
Baasciah, the sou of Malchiah, 

41 Tho son of Ethni, the eon of 
Zerub, the bod of Adaiah, 

42 The eon of Ethan, the eon of 
Zimmah, the Bon of Shitnei, 

43 The son of Jahath, the sod of 
Qersbom, the eon of Levi. 

44 And their brethren the sons of 
Merari stood on the left hand; Etban 
the bod of Kiahi, the eon of Abdi, the 
son of Malluch, 

45 The son of llashabiah, the son 
of Amaziah, the Bon of Hilkiah, 

46 The son of Amzi, the son of 
Dani, the son of Shamer, 

47 Tbe hod of Mahli, the son of 
Mushi, the son of Merari, tho son of 
Levi. 

48 Their brethren also the Levites 
were appointed unto all manner of 
service of tbe tabernacle of the house 
of God. 

40 But Aaron and his bods offered 
upon the altar of the burnt offering, 
and on tho altar of inoonse, and were 
appointed for all the work of the 
place most holy, and to make an 
atonoment for Israel, according to all 
that Moses the servant of God had 
commanded. 

50 And those are the sons of Aaron; 
Eleazar his son, Phinehas his son, 
Abishua his eon, 

51 Bukki his eon, Uzci bis son, 
Zorabiuh his son, 

52 Meraioth his son, Amariah his 
bod, Ahitub bis son, 

53 Zadok his son, Ahimaaz his son. 

54 Now these are their dwelling- 
places throughout their oastles in 
their coasts, of the sons of Aaron, of 
the families of the Eohathites; for 
theirs was the lot. 

55 And they gave them Hebron in 
the land ol Judah, and the suburbs 
thereof round about it. 

56 But tbe holds of the oity, and tbe 
villages thereof, they gave to Caleb 
the son of Jcphunneh. 

67 And to the sons of Aaron they 
ave the oitios of Judah, namely, He¬ 
ron, the oity of refuge, and Libnah 
with her suburbs, and Jattir, and 
Eshtemoa, with their suburbs, 

53 And Hilen with her suburbs, 
Debir with her suburbs, 

60 And Ashan with her suburbs, 
and Beth-sheiuesh with hor suburbs; 


60 And out of the trike of Benja¬ 
min; Geba with her suburbs, and 
Alemcth with hor suburbs, and Ana- 
thoth with her suburbs. All their 
oitics throughout thoir families were 
thirteen cities. 

61 And unto the sons of Eohath, 
which were left of the family of that 
tribe, were cities given out of the 
half tribe, namely, out of the half 
tribe of Manasseh, by lot, ten cities. 

62 And to the sons of Gershom 
throughout their families out of the 
tribe of Issachar, and out of the tribe 
of Asher, and out of the tribe of 
Naphtali, and out of the tribe of 
Manasseh in Bashan, thirteen cities. 

63 Unto the sons of Merari were 
given by lot, throughout their fami¬ 
lies, out of the tribe of Keuhcn, and 
out of the tribe of Gad, and oat of 
the tribo of Zebulun, twelve oities. 

64 And the children of Israel gave 
to the Levites these oities with their 
suburbs. 

65 And they gave by lot out of the 
tribe of the children of Judah, and 
out of tho tribe of the children of 
Simeon, and out of the tribe of the 
children of Benjamin, these cities, 
which are called by their names. 

66 And the residue of the families 
of tho sons of Eohath had oities of 
their ooasts out of the tribe of Eph¬ 
raim. 

67 And they gave nnto them, of the 
cities of refuge, Sheohein in mount 
Ephraim with her suburbs; thoy gave 
also Gozer with her suburbs, 

63 And Jokmeam with her suburbs, 
and Beth-horon with her suburbs, 

69 And Ajalon with her suburbs, 
and Gath-rlmmon with her suburbs; 

70 And oat of the half tribe of 
ManaBseh; Aner with her suburbs, 
and Bileam with her suburbs, for the 
family of the remnant of the sons of 
Kohath. 

71 Unto the sons of Gershom were 
given, out of the family of the half 
tribe of Manasseh, Golan in Bashan 
with her suburbs, and Ashtaroth with 
her suburbs; 

72 And out of the tribe of Issaohar; 
Kedosh with her suburbs, Daberath 
with her suburbs, 

73 And Rarnoth with her suburbs, 
and Anem with her suburbs; 

74 And out of the tribe of Asher; 
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Maehal with her suburbs, and Ab- 
don with her suburbs, 

75 And llukok with her suburbs, 
and Kchob with her suburbs ; 

76 And out of the tribe of Naphtali; 
Redesh in Galilee with her suburbs, 
and Hammon with her suburbs, and 
Kirjathaim with her suburbs. 

77 Unto the rest of the children of 
Merari were given, out of the tribe of 
Zebulun, Rimrnon with her saburbs, 
Tabor with her suburbs ; 

78 And on the other side Jordan by 
Jericho, on the east side of Jordan, 
were given them, out of the tribe of 
Reuben, Bezcr in the wilderness with 
her suburbs, and Jahzah with her 
suburbs, 

79 Kedemoth also with her suburbs, 
and Mephaalh with her suburbs; 

80 And out of the tribe of Gad ; 
Ramoth in Gilead wiLh her suburbs, 
and Mahanai id with her suburbs, 

81 And Heshbon with her suburbs, 
and Jazer with her suburbs. 

CHAPTER VII.

32 And Hobor begat Japblet, and 
Sbomor, and Hotham, and Shua their 
sister.

All these were the 
sons of Acel. 

39 And the sons of Eshek his bro¬ 
ther were, Ulam, his first-born, Jehush 
the Moond, and Elipbelet the third. 


40 And the sons of Clam were 
mighty men of valor, archers, and 
had many sons, and sons' sons a 
hundred and fifty. All these are of 
the sons of Benjamin. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The original of IsraeTs and Judah't geno- 

alogies—The Israelites, the priests, and the 

Leviles , with Nethinim. 

0 all Israel were reckoned by gene¬ 
alogies; and, heboid, they wero 
written in the hook of tho kings of 
Israel and Jndah, who were carried 
away to Babylon for their tianr 
gression. 

2 Now the first inhabitants that 
dwelt in their possessions in their 
cities were, the Israelites, the priests, 
Levites, and the Nethinim. 

3 And in Jerusalem dwelt of the 
children of Judah, and of the children 
of Benjamin, and of the children of 
Ephraim, and Manasseh; 

4 Uthai the son of Ammihud, the 
son of Omri, the son of Imri, the son 
of Bani, of the children of Pharez the 
son of Judah. 

5 And of the Shilonites; Asaiah 
the first-born, and his sons. 

6 And of the sonB of Zerah; Jeucl, 
and their brethren, six hundred and 
ninety. 

7 And of the sons of Benjamin; 
S&llu the son of Meshullam, the 600 
of Hodaviah, the son of Hasenuah, 

8 And Ibneiah the son of Jeroham. 
and Elam tho son of Uzzi, the eon of 
Michri, and Meshullam the son of 
Sbephathiah, the son of Reuel, the son 
of Ibnijah; 

9 And their brethron, according to 
their generations, nine hundred and 
fifty and six. All these mon were 
chief of the fathers in the house of 
their fathers. 

10 And of the priests; Jedi:ah, 
and Jehoiarib, and Jachin, 

11 And Azariah, the Bon of Hilkiab, 
the son of Meshullam, the son of 
Zadok, the son of Mernioth, the 
eon of Ahitub, the ruler of the hon?e 
of God; 

12 And Adaiah the son of Jeroham, 
the son of Pashur, the son of Malchi- 
jab, and Maasiai the son of Adiel, 
the son of Jazerah, the son of Meshul¬ 
lam, the son of Meshillemith, the son 
of Immer; 

13 And their brethron, heads of 
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the house of their father?, a thousand 
and seven hundred and three-scoro ; 
very able men for the work of tho 
service of tho house of Qod. 

14 And of tho Levites; Shemaiah 
the son of Uasshub, the eon of Azri- 
kam, the son of Hash&bi&h, of the 
eons of Merari; 

16 And Bakbakkar, Hereah, and Ga¬ 
la), and Mattaniah, the son of Micah, 
the bod of Ziohri, the eon of Asaph; 

10 And Obadiab tho son of Shem¬ 
aiah, tho bod of Gala), the eon of 
JcduthuD, and Berechiah, the eon of 
Asa, the eon of Elkanah, that dwelt 
in tho villages of the Nctopbathitcs. 

17 And the porters were, Shallum, 
and Akkub, and Talmon, and Ahi- 
man, and their brethren; Shallum 
wnB the ohiof; 

18 Who hitherto waited in the 
king's gate eastward; they wore por¬ 
ters in the oompanies of the ohilaren 
of Levi. 

19 And Shallum the son of Kore, 
tho Bon of Ebiasaph, the eon of Ko- 
rah, and his brethren, of the house of 
bis father, the Korahites, were over 
the work of the Bervioe, keepers of 
the gates of the tabernacle; and their 
fathers, boing over the host of the 
Lord, were keepors of the entry. 

20 And Phinch&B the son of Elea- 
car was the ruler over them in time 
paBt, and the Lord was with him. 

21 And Zechariah tho son of Mesh- 
elemiah wae porter of the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

22 All these whioh were ohoBen to 
be porters in the gates were two hun¬ 
dred and twelve. These were reck¬ 
oned hy their genealogy in their 
villages, whom David and Samuel 
the seer did ordain in their set office. 

23 So they and their children had 
the oversight of the gates of the 
house of the Lord, namely, the house 
of the tabornaole, by wards. 

24 In four quarters were the por¬ 
ters, toward the east, west, north, and 
south. 

25 And their brethren, whioh were in 
their villages, were to come after sevon 
days from time to time with them. 

26 For these Levites, the four chief 
porters, were in their Bet office, and 
were ovor tho chambers and treasuries 
of the houso of God. 

27 And they lodged round about 


the house of God, beoauao the charge 
was upon them, and the opening 
thereof overy morning pertained to 
them. 

28 And certain of them had the 
charge of the ministering vessels, 
that they should bring them in and 
out by tale. 

29 Some of them also were appointed 
to oversee tho vessels, and all the in¬ 
struments of tho sanotuary, and the 
fine flour, and the wine, and tho oil, 
and the frankincense, and the spiaes. 

30 And some of the sons of the 
priests made the ointment of the 
spices. 

31 And Mattithiah, one of the Le- 
vites, who was tho first-born of Shal¬ 
lum the Korahite, had the set office 
over the things that were made in 
the pans. 

32 And other of their brethren, ol 
the sons of the Eohathibes, were over 
the showbread, to prepare it every 
sabbath. 

33 And these are the singers, ohief 
of the fathers of the Levites, who re¬ 
maining in the chambers were free; 
for they were employed in that work 
day and night. 

34 These chief fathers of the Levites 
were ohief throughout their genera¬ 
tions ; these dwelt at Jerusalem. 

35 And in Gibeon dwelt the father 
of Giboon, Johiel, whose wife’s name 
was Maachah; 

36 And his first-born son Abdon, 
then Zur, and Kish, and Baal, and 
Ner, and Nadab, 

37 And Gedor, and Abio, and Zeoha- 
riah, and Mikloth. 

38 And Mikloth begat Shimeam. 
And they also dwelt with their bre¬ 
thren at Jerusalem, over against their 
brethren. 

39 And Ner begat Kish; and Kish 
begat Saul; and Saul begat Jonathan, 
and Malohi-shua, and Abinadab, and 
Esh-baal. 

40 And the son of Jonathan was 
Merib-baal; and Merih-baal begat 
Mionh. 

41 And tho sons of Micah were, 
Pilhou, and Meleoh, and Tahroa, and 
Ahaz. 

42 And Ahaz begat Jarah; and Ja- 
rah begat Alemeth, and Azmaveth, 
and Zimri; and Zimri begat Mots; 

43 And Moza bogat Binea; and Re- 
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haiah his sod, Eleasah his son, Azcl 
is son. 

44 And Azel had six sons, whoso 
names are these, Azrikam, Bochcru, 
and Ishmael, and Shcariah, and Oba- 
diah, and Ilanan. Those were tbo 
sons of Azel. 

CHAPTER X. 

,cnJi overthrow and death — Said's gin. 
OW the Philistines foughtagainst 
Israel; and the men of Israel 
fled from before the Philistines, and 
fell down slain in mount Gilboa. 

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
after Saul, and after his sons; and 
the PhilisLincs slew Jonathan, and 
Abinadab, and Malchi-shua, the sous 
of Saul. 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the archers hit him, and he 
was wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul to his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust 
me through therewith ; lest these un- 
oircumcised come and abuse me. But 
his armour-bearer would not; for he 
was sore afraid. So Saul took a 
sword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when his armour-bearor saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
on the Bword, and died. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, 
and all Mb house diod together. 

7 And when all the men of Israel 
that were in the valley saw that they 
fled, and that Saul and his sons were 
dead, then they forsook their cities, 
and fled; and the Philistines came 
and dwelt in them. 

8 And it came to pasB on the mor¬ 
row, when the Philistines came to 
strip the slain, that they found Saul 
and his sons fallen in mount Gil¬ 
boa. 

9 And when they had stripped him, 
they took his head, and his armour, 
and sent into the land of the Philis¬ 
tines round about, to carry tidings 
unto their idols, and to the people. 

10 And they put his armour in the 
house of their gods, and fastened his 
head in the temple of Dagon. 

11 And when all Jabesh-gilead 
heard all that the Philistines had 
done to Saul, 

12 They arose, all tbo valiant men, 
and took away the body of Saul, and 
the bodies of his sons, and brought 
them to Jabesh, and buried their 


bones under the oak in Jabesh, and 
fasted seven days. 

13 So Saul died for his trangression 
which he committed against the Lord, 
or against the word of the Lord, which 
he kept not, and also for asking for 
counsel of one that had a familiar 
spirit, to inquire of it; 

14 And inquired not of the Lord; 
therefore he slew him, and turned the 
kingdom unto David the son of Jesse. 

CHAPTER XI. 

David made king—Fit winneth L\t f 

Zion — David's mighty men. 

HEN all Israel gathered them- 
selves to David unto Hebron, 
saying, Behold, wc are thy bone and 
thy flesh. 

2 And moreover in time past, even 
when Saul was king, thou wast he 
that leddest out and broughtest in 
Israel; and the Lord thy God said 
unto thee. Thou shalt feed my people 
Israel, and thou shalt be ruler over 
my people Israel. 

3 Therefore came all the elders of 
Israel to the king to Hebron; and 
David made a covenant with them in 
Hebron before the Lord; and thov 
anointed David king over Israel, ac¬ 
cording to the word of the Lord bj 
Samuel. 

4 And David and all Israel wont to 
Jerusalem, which is Jebus ; where the 
Jebusites were, the inhabitants of the 
land. 

5 And the inhabitants of Jebus said 
to David, Thou shalt not come hither. 
Nevertheless David took tbo casllo 
of Zion, which is the city of David. 

6 And David said, Whosoever smit 
eth the Jebusites first shall be chief 
and captain. So Joab the son of 
Zeruiah went first up, and was chief. 

7 And David dwelt in the castle; 
therefore they oalled it the city of 
David. 

8 And he built the city round a^out, 
even from Millo round about; and 
Joab repaired the rest of the oity. 

9 So David waxed greater and 
greater; for the Lord of hosta was 
with him. 

10 These also are the chief of the 
mighty men whom David had, who 
strengthened themsclvoa with him in 
his kingdom, and with all Israel, to 
rnako him king, aocording to the word 
of tho Lord concerning Israel. 
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11 And this is the number of the 
mighty men whom David had ; Ja- 
shobeam, a Ilachinonite, the chief of 
the captains; he lifted up his spear 
against three hundred slain by him 
at one time. 

12 And after him was Eleazar the 
son of Dodo, the Ahohite, who was 
one of the threo mightics. 

13 lie was with David at Pas-dam- 
mim, and there the Philistines were 
gathered together to battle, where 
was a parcel of ground full of bar¬ 
ley; and the people fled from before 
tbe Philistines. 

14 And they set themselves in the 
midst of that parcel, and delivered 
it, and slew the Philistines; and the 
Lord saved them by a great delivor- 
anoe. 

15 Now three of the thirty captains 
went down to the rock to David, into 
the cave of Adullam; and the host 
of tho Philistines oncampcd in tho 
valley of Rephaim. 

16 And David was then in the hold, 
and tho Philistines' garrison was then 
at Both-lohom. 

17 And David longed, and said, Oh 
that ono would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Beth-lehcm, that 
is at the gate ! 

18 And the three brake through 
the host of the Philistines, and drew 
water out of tho well of Both-lehem, 
that was by tho gate, And took it, 
and brought it to David; but David 
would not drink of it, but poured it 
out to tbo Lord, 

19 And said, My God forbid it me, 
that I should do this thing; shall I 
drink the hlood of those men that 
have put thoir lives in jeopardy ? for 
with the jeopardy of their lives they 
hrought it; therefore he would not 
drink it. These things did Ihoso 
three mighliest. 

20 And Abishai the brother of Joah, 
he was ohiof of tho three; for lifting 
op his spear against throo hundred, 
he slew them, and had a namo among 
the Lhreo. 

21 Of the threo, ho was more ho¬ 
nourable than the two ; for he was 
their oaptaiu; howbeit ho attained 
not to tho first three. 

22 Bonaiah tho son of Johoiada, 
tho Bon of a valiant man of Kabzeol, 
who had done many acts; he slew 


two lion-like men oi Moab; also lie 
went down and slew a lion in a pit 
in a snowy day. 

23 And he slew an Egyptian, a man 
of great stature, five cuhits high; and 
in tho Egyptian's hand was a spear 
like a weaver’s heam ; and he went 
down to him with a staff, and pluek* 
ed the spear out of the Egyptian's 
hand, and slew him with his own 
spear. 

24 These things did Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada, and had a name 
among the three mighties. 

25 Behold, he was honourable 
among the thirty, but attained not 
to the first three; and David set him 
over his guard. 

26 Also the valiant men of the 
armies were, Asahel the brother of 
Joab, Elhanan the son of Dodo of 
Beth-Ichom, 

27 Shammoth the Harorite, Hales 
the Pelonite, 

28 Ira the son of Ikkesh the Teko- 
ite, Abi-ezer the Antothite, 

20 Sibbecai the Hushathite, Ilai the 
Abobitc, 

30 M&harai the Netophathite, Heled 
the son of Baanah the Netophath- 
itc, 

31 Ithai the son of Ribai of Qibe- 
nh, that pertained to the children of 
Benjamin, Benaiah the Pirathonite, 

32 Hurai of the brooks of Gaash, 
Ahiol the Arbathite, 

33 Azmavoth the Baharnmito, Eli- 
ahba tho Shaalbonite, 

34 The sons of Hashem the Gizon- 
ite, Jonathan the son of Shage the 
Il&rarite, 

35 Ahiam the bod of Saoar the 
Ilararite, Eliphal the son of Ur, 

36 Hepher the Mechorathito, Ahi- 
jah the Pelonite, 

37 Hczro the Carmelite, Naarai the 
son of Ezhai, 

38 Joel tho brother of Nathan, 
Mibhar the son of Haggeri, 

39 Zelek tho Ammonite, Naharai 
the Borothile, tho armour-bearer of 
Jonb the son of Zeruiah, 

40 Ira tho Ithrite, Garob the Ith- 
rito, 

41 Uriah the Hittite, Zabad the son 
of Ahlai, 

42 Adina the son of Shiza the Reu- 
benite, a oaptain of the Reuben ites, 
and thirty with him. 
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43 Hanan tne sod of Maachah, and 
Joshapbat the Mithnite, 

44 Uzzia the Ashtcrathite, Bhama 
and Jehiel the sons of Hothan the 
Aroeritc, 

45 Jediael the aon of Shimri, and 
Joha hie brother, the Tizite, 

40 Eliel the Mahavite, and Jeribai 
and Joshaviah the Bona of Elnaam, 
and Ithmah the Moabite, 

47 Eliel, and Obed, and Jasiol the 
Meeobaite. 

CHAPTER XII. 

The armiu of David. 

OW these are they that came to 
David to Ziklag, while he yet 
kept himself close because of Saul the 
Bon of Kish; and they were among 
the mighty men, helpers of the war. 

2 They were armed with bows, and 
could use both the right hand and 
the left in hurling stones and shoot¬ 
ing arrows out of a bow, even of 
Saul’s brethren of Benjamin. 

3 The chief was Ahiezer, then Jo- 
ash, the Bona of Sbemaah the Gib- 
eathite; and Jeziel, and Pelet, the 
sons of Azmaveth; and Berachah, 
and Jehu the Antothite, 

4 And iBmaiah the Gibeonite, a 
mighty man among the thirty, and 
over the thirty; and Jeremiah, and 
Jahaziel, and Johanan, and Josabad 
the Gederathite, 

5 Elnzai, and Jerimoth, and Bea- 
liah, and Shemariah, and Shephatiah 
the Haruphite, 

6 Elkanah, and Jeeiah, and Aza- 
reel, and Joezer, and Jashobeam, the 
Korhitee, 

7 And Joelah, and Zebadiah, the 
sons of Jeroham of Gedor. 

8 And of the Gadites there sepa¬ 
rated themselves unto David into the 
hold to the wilderness men of might, 
and men of war fit for the battle, 
that could handle shield and buckler, 
whose faces were like the faoes of 
lions, and were as swift as the roes 
upon the mountains; 

9 Ezer the first, Obadiah the second, 
Eliab the third, 

10 Mishmannah the fourth, Jere¬ 
miah the fifth, 

11 Attai the sixth, Eliel the seventh, 

12 Johanan the eighth, Elzabad the 
ninth, 

13 Jeremiah the tenth, Machbanai 
the eleventh. 


14 These were of the sons of Gad, 
captains of the host; one of the least 
was over a hundred, and the greatest 
over a thousand. 

15 These are they that went over 
Jordan in the first month, when it 
had overflown all his banks; and 
they put to flight all them of the 
valleys, both toward the east, and to¬ 
ward the west. 

16 And there came of the children 
of Benjamin and Judah to the hold 
unto David. 

17 And David went out to meet 
them, and answered and said unto 
them, If ye be come peacably unto 
me to help me, mine heart shall be 
knit unto you; but if ye be como to 
betray me to mine enemies, seeing 
there is no wrong in mine hands, the 
God of our fathers look thereon, and 
rebuke it. 

18 Then the Spirit oame upon Ama- 
sai, who was chief of the captains, 
ajid he said, Thine are we, David, 
and on thy Bide, thou son of Jesse; 

eacc, peace be unto thee, and peace 
e to thine helpers; for thy God 
hclpeth thee. Then David received 
them, and made them captains of the 
band. 

19 And there fell somoof ManasBeh 
to David, when he came with th* 
Philistines against Saul to battle; 
but they helped them not; for the 
lords of the Philistinea upon advise¬ 
ment sent him away, 6aying, He will 
fall to his master Saul to the jeopardy 
of our heads. 

20 As he went to Ziklag, there fell 
to him of Manasseh, Adnah, and 
Jozabad, and Jediael, and Michael, 
and Jozabad, and Elihu, and Zilthai, 
captains of the thousands that were 
of Manasseh. 

21 And they helped David against 
the band of the rovers ; for they were 
all mighty men of valour, and were 
captains in the host. 

22 For at that time day by day 
there oame to David to help him, 
until it was a great host, like the host 
of God. 

23 And these are the numbers of 
the bands that were ready armed to the 
war, and oame to David to Hehron, 
to turn the kingdom of Saul to him, 
according to the word of the Lord. 

24 The children of Judah that bar* 
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CHAPTER XIII. 


shield and spear were six thousand 
and eight hundred, ready armed to 
the war. 

25 Of the ohildren of Simeon, mighty 
men of valour for the war, seven 
thousand one hundred. 

20 Of the ohildron of Levi four 
thousand and six hundrod. 

27 And Jehoiada was the leader of 
the Aaronites, and with him were 
three thousand and seven hundred. 

26 And Zadok, a young man mighty 
of valour, and of his father's house 
twenty and two captains. 

29 And of the ohildron of Benjamin, 
the kindred of Saul, three thousand; 
for hitherto the greatest part of them 
had kopt the v ard of the house of 
Saul. 

SO And of the ohildron of Ephraim 
twenty thousand and eighl hundred, 
mighty men of valour, famous 
throughout the house of their fathers. 

31 And of tho half tribe of Manasseh 
eighteen thousand, which were ex¬ 
pressed by name, to come and make 
David king. 

32 And of the ohildren of Iseaohar, 
which were men that had understand¬ 
ing of the times, to know what Israel 
ought to do; the heads of them were 
two hundred; and all thoir breLhron 
were at their oommandment. 

33 Of Zebulun, Buch as wont forth 
Lo battle, expert in war, with all 
instruments of war, fifty thousand, 
which could keep rank; they were 
not of doublo hoart. 

34 And of Naphtali a thousand 
captains, and with them with Bhicld 
and spear, thirty aud seven thousand. 

35 And of the Danites expert in 
war twenty and oight thousand and 
six hundred. 

36 And of Asher, suoh as went 
forth to battle, expert in war, forty 
thousand. 

37 And on the other sido of Jordan, 
of thB Rouhonites, and the Oaditos, 
and of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
with all manner of instruments of 
war fer the battlo, a hundred and 
twenty thousand. 

38 All these men of war, that could 
keep rank, Game with a perfect heart 
lo Hebron, to make David king over 
all Israel; and all the rest also of 
Israel were of oue hoart to make 
David king. 


39 And there they were with David 
three days, eating and drinking ; for 
their brethren had prepared for them. 

40 Moreover they that were nigh 
thorn, even unto Issachar and Zebulun 
and Naphlali, brought bread on asses, 
and on oamcla, and on mules, and on 
oxen, and meat, meal, oakes of figs, 
and bunohes of raisins, and wine, and 
oil, and oxen, and sheep abundantly ; 
for there was joy in Israel. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

David feteheth the ark—Ueta rmitten, the 
ark left at the home of Obed-edom. 

ND David consulted with the 
captains of thousands and hun¬ 
dreds, and with every leader. 

2 And David said unto all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel, If it seem good 
unto you, and that it be of the Lord 
our God, let us send abroad unto our 
brethren everywhere, that are left in 
all the land of Israel, and with them 
also to the priests and Levites which 
are in thoir cities and suburbs, that 
they may gather themselves unto us; 

3 And let us bring again the ark of 
our God to us ; for we inquired not 
at it in the days of Saul. 

4 And all the congregation said 
that they would do so; for the thing 
was right in the eyes of all the 
people. 

5 So David gathered all Israel 
together, from Shihor of Egypt even 
unto the entering of Heinath, to 
bring the ark of Qod from Kiijath- 
jearim. 

6 And David went ap, and all 
Israel, to Baalah, that is, to Kiijath- 
jearim, which belonged to Judah, to 
bring up thence the ark of God the 
Lord, tnat dwolleth betwoon the 
cherubim, whose name is called on it. 

7 And they oarried the aik of God 
in a new oart out of the house of 
Abinadab; and Uzza and Ahio drave 
the cart. 

8 And David and all Israel played 
bofore God with all their might, and 
with singing, and with harp9, and 
with psalterios, and with timbrels, 
and with oymbals, and with trumpets. 

9 And when they ourao unto the 
threshing-floor of Chidon, Uzza put 
forth his hand to hold tho ark; for 
the oxen stumbled. 

10 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Uisa, and he smote 
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him, beo&use he put his hand to the 
ark; and there he died before God. 

11 And David was displeased, 
because the Lord had made a breach 
upon Uzza; wherefore that place is 
called Perez-uzza to this day. 

12 And David was afraid of God 
that day, saying, How shall I bring 
the ark of God home to me ? 

13 So David brought not the ark 
home to himself to the city of David, 
but carried it aside into the house of 
Obed-cdom tho Gittite. 

14 And the ark of God remained 
with the family of Obed-edom in his 
house three months. And the Lord 
blessed the house of Obed-edom, and 
all that he had. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Hiram't kindneet- — David*t felicity. 

OW Hiram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and tim¬ 
ber of cedars, with masons and car¬ 
penters, to build him a house. 

2 And David perceived that the 
Lord had confirmed him king over 
Israel, for his kingdom was lifted up 
on high, because of his people Israel. 

3 And David took more wives at 
Jerusalem; and David begat more 
sons and daughters. 

4 Now these are the names of his 
ohildren which he had in Jerusalem; 
Shammua, and Shobab, Nathan, and 
Solomon, 

5 And Ibhar, and Elishua, and 
Elpalet, 

0 And Nogah, and Nopheg, and 
Japhia, 

7 And Elishama, and Beeliada, and 
Eliphalet. 

8 And when the Philistines heard 
that David was anointed king over 
all Israel, all the Philistines went up 
to seek David. And David heard of 
it, and went out against them. 

9 And the Philistines came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Rephaim. 

10 And David inquired of God, 
saying, Shall I go up against tho 
Philistines ? and wilt thou dclivor 
thorn into mine hand 7 And the Lord 
said unto him, Go up; for I will 
deliver them into thine hand. 

11 So thoy canio up to Banl-pera- 
sim ; and David smote them thore. 
Then David said, God hath broken 
in upon mine enemies by mine hand 


like the breaking forth of waten; 
therefore they called the name of 
that place Baal-pcrazim. 

12 And when they had left their 
gods there, David gave a command¬ 
ment, and they were burned with 
fire. 

13 And the Philistines yet again 
spread themselves abroad in thu 
valley. 

14 Therefore David inquired again 
of God; and God said unto him, Go 
not up after them ; turn away from 
them, and come upon them over 
against the mulberry trees. 

15 And it shall be, when thou shnlt 
hear a sound of going in the tops of 
the mulberry trees, that then thou 
ehalt go out to battle; for God is 
gone forth before thee to smite the 
host of the Philistines. 

16 David therefore did as God com¬ 
manded him; and they smote the 
host of the Philistines from Gibeon 
even to Gazer. 

17 And the fame of David went 
out into all lands; and the Lord 
brought the fear of him upon all 
nations. 

CHAPTER XV. 

David bringeth the ark from Obed-edom with 
grta> joy. 

ND David made him houses in 
tho city of David, and prepared 
a place for the ark of God, and pitched 
for it a tent. 

2 Then David said, None ought to 
carry the ark of God but the Levitea; 
for thorn hath the Lord chosen tc 
carry the ark of God, and to ministor 
unto him for ever. 

3 And David gathered all Israel 
together to Jerusalem, to bring up 
the ark of the Lord unto his place, 
which he had prepared for it. 

4 And David assembled the chil¬ 
dren of Aaron, and the Levites; 

5 Of the sons of Kohath; Uriel the 
chief, and his brethren a hundred and 
twenty; 

6 Of the sone of Mer&ri; Asamb 
the chief, and his brethren two hun¬ 
dred and twenty; 

7 Of the sons of Gorshom; Joel the 
chief, and his brethren a hundred 
and thirty; 

8 Of the sons of Elizaphan; Shem 
aiah the ohief, and his Brethren twe 
hundred ; 
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9 Of Ihe sons of Hebron ; Eliel the 
ohiof, and hie hrethren four-Bcore. 

10 Of the eons of Uzziel; Ammina- 
dab the ohief, and his brethren a 
hundred and twelve. 

11 And David called for Zadok and 
Abiathar the priests, and for the De¬ 
vitos, for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, 
Shemaiah, and Eliel, and Amrnina- 
dab. 

12 And Baid onto them, Ye are tho 
chief of the fathers of the Levites; 
sanctify yourBcIveB, both ye and your 
brethren, that yo may bring up the 
ark of tho Lord God of Israel unto 
the place that I have prepared for it. 

13 For because yo did it not at the 
flrBt, tho Lord our God made a breach 
upon us, for that we sought him not 
after the duo order. 

14 So tho priests and tho Levites 
sanctified thomselves to bring up the 
ark of the Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the children of the Levites 
bare the ark of God upon their 
shoulders with the staves thereon, 
as Moses commanded, according to 
the word of tho Lord. 

16 And David spako to tho chief 
of the Levites to appoint their bre¬ 
thren to bo tho singers with instru¬ 
ments of music, psalteries and harps 
and cymbals, sounding, by lifting up 
the voice with joy. 

17 So the Levites appointed IToroan 
the son of Joel ; and of his brethren, 
Asaph tho son of Borcohiah ; and of 
the eons of Moniri their brethren, 
Ethan tho son of Kushnimh; 

18 And with them their brethren 
of tho second degree, Zcchariah, Bcu, 
and Jaazicl, and Shcniirnmotb, and 
Jehiel, and Unni, Eliuh, and Bcnaiah, 
and Maaseiah, and Maftilhiati, and 
Rliphelch, and Mikuciah, and Obed- 
edom, and Joiol, tho porters. 

19 So the singers, Ileman, Asaph, 
and Ethan, were appointed to sound 
with cymbals of brass; 

20 And Zcchariah, and Aziol, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Unni, 
and EliRb, and Maasciah, and Be- 
naiah, with psalteries on Alamoth; 

21 And Mattithiab, and Elipheleb, 
and Miknciab, and Ohed-odom, and 
Joiol, and Azuziah, with harps on 
tho Sheminith to oxocl. 

22 And Chenaniah, ohiof of the 
Levites, was for song: ho instructed 


about tho song, because he was skil¬ 
ful. 

23 And Berechiah and Elkanah 
were doorkeepers for the ark. 

24 And 6hcbnniah, and Jehoaha- 
phat, and NcthanccI, and Amasai, 
and Zechariah, and BeD&iah, and 
Eliezcr, the priests, did blow with 
the trumpets before the ark of God; 
and Obed-cdom and Jehiah were 
doorkeepers for tho ark. 

25 So David, and the elders of 
Israel, and the captains over thou¬ 
sands, went to bring up the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord out of the 
house of Obcd-edom with joy, 

26 And it came to pass, when God 
helped tho Levites that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord, that 
they offered seven bullooks and seven 
rams. 

27 And David was clothed with a 
robo of fine linen, and all the Levites 
that bare the ark, and the singers, 
and Chenaniah the master of the 
song with the singers; David also 
had upon him nn ephod of linen. 

28 Thus all Israel brought up the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord with 
shouting, and with sound of the oor- 
net, and with trumpets, and with 
cymbals, making a noise with psal¬ 
teries and harps. 

29 And it came to pass, as the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord came 
to tho city of David, that Miohal the 
daughter of Saul looking out at a 
window saw king David dancing and 
playing; and she despised him in her 
heart. 


CHAPTER XVL 

Davuf i festival sacrifice—Re appmntdh a 
chair—The psalm (f thank tgixrinp — He 
appaintdh ministers , porters, priests, and 
musicians. 

S O they brought the ark of God, 
and set it id the midst of the 
tent that David had pitched for it; 
and they offered burnt sacrifices and 
peace offerings before God. 

2 And when David had mAde an 
ond of offering the burnt offerings 
and the peace offerings, ho blessed 
the people in the name of the Lord. 
3 And he dealt to every one of Is¬ 
rael, both man and woman, to every 
ono a loaf of broad, and a good piece 
of flesh, and a flagon of wine. 

4 And he Appointed certain of the

Levites to minister before the ark 
of the Lord, and to record, ADd to 
thank and praise the Lord God of 
Israel; 

5 Asaph the ohief, and next to him 
Zeohariah, Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, 
and Jehiel, and Mattithiah, and Eli- 
ab, and Benaiah, and Obed-cdom ; 
and Jeiel with psalteries and with 
harps; but Asaph made a sound with 
cymbals; 

6 Benaiah also and Jahaziel the 
prieBts with trumpets continually be¬ 
fore the ark of the covenant of 
God. 

7 Then on that day David delivered 
first this psalm to thank the Lord 
into the hand of Asaph and his bre¬ 
thren. 

8 Give thanks unto the Lord, call 
upon his name, make known his 
deeds among the people. 

9 Sing unto him, Bing psalms unto 
him, talk ye of all his wondrous 
works. 

10 Glory ye in his holy name; let 
the heart of them rejoice that Beck 
the Lord. 

11 Seek the Lord and his strength, 
seek his face continually. 

12 Remember his marvellous works 
that he hath done, his wonders, and 
the judgments of his mouth ; 

13 0 ye seod of Israel his servant, 
ye children of Jacob, his chosen ones. 

14 He iB the Lord our God; his 
judgments are in all tbe earth. 

15 Be ye mindful always of his 
covenant; the word which he com¬ 
manded to a thousand generations ; 

16 Even of the covenant which he 
miyie with Abraham, and of his oath 
unco Isaac; 

17 And hath comfirmed the same 
to Jaoob for a law, and to Israol for 
an everlasting oovenant, 

13 Saying, Unto thee will I give 
the land of Caanan, the lot of yonr 
inheritance; 

19 When ye were but fow, evon a 
few, ond strangers in it. 

20 And when they went from na¬ 
tion to nation, and from one kingdom 
to another people; 

21 lie suffered no man to do them 
wrong; yoa, he roprovod kings for 
their sakos, 

22 Saying, Touch not mine anointed, 
and do my prophets no harm. 


23 Sing unto the Lord, aQ the 
earth; show forth from day to day 
his salvation. 

24 Declare his glory among the hea¬ 
then ; his marvellous works among 
all nations. 

25 For great is the Lord, and greatly 
to be praised; he also is to be feared 
above all gods. 

26 For all the gods of the people 
are idols; but the Lord made the 
heavens. 

27 Glory and honour are in his pre¬ 
sence; strength and gladness are in 
his place. 

28 Give unto the Lord, ye kindreds 
of the people, give unto the Lord 
glory and strength. 

29 Give unto the Lord the glory due 
unto his name; bring an offering, and 
come before him ; worship the Lord in 
the beanty of holiness. 

30 Fear before him, all the earth; 
the world also shall be stable, that it 
be not moved. 

31 Lot the heavens be glad, and 
let the earth rejoice; and let men 
say among the nations, The Lord 
reigneth. 

32 Let the sea roar, and the fulness 
thereof; let the fields rejoice, and all 
that is therein. 

33 Then Bhall the trees of the wood 
sing out at the presence of the Lord, 
because he coineth to judge the 
earth. 

34 0 give thanks unto the Lord; 
for he is good; for his mercy endnr- 
eth for ever. 

35 And say ye, Save us, 0 God of 
our salvation, and gather us together, 
and deliver us from the heathen, that 
we may give thank9 to thy holy name, 
and glory in thy praiso. 

36 Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel for ever and ever. And alJ 
the people Baid, Amen, and praised 
the Lord. 

37 So he left there before the ark of 
the oovonant of the Lord Asaph and 
his brethren, to minister before the 
ark continually, as every day's work 
required; 

33 And Okod-edom with their bre¬ 
thren, threo-score and oight; Obed- 
edom also the son of Jeduthun and 
Hosah to be porters ; 

39 And Zaaok the priest, and hia 
brethren tbe priests, before the taber 
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naole of tho Lord in the high place 
that was at Gibeon, 

40 To offer burnt offerings unto the 
Lord upon tho altar of the burnt 
offoring continually morning and 
evening, and to do aooording to all 
that ie written in the law of the 
Lord, whioh he oommanded Israel; 

41 And with them Heman and 
Jeduthun, and the rest that were 
ohoeen, who were expressed by namo, 
to give thanks to the Lord, because 
his meroy endureth for ever; 

42 And with them Iloman and 
Jeduthun with trumpets and cym¬ 
bals for those that should make a 
sound, and w'th musical instruments 
of God. And tho sons of Jeduthun 
were porters. 

43 And all the people departed 
every man to his house; and David 
returned to bless his house. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

David proposeth lo build God a house—God 

forbtddeti i Aim — David's prayer and 

thanksgiving. 

OW it on mo to pass, as David 
sat in his house, that David said 
to Nnlhnn the prophot, Lo, I dwell in 
a hoiiBO of cedars, but the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord remaineth under 
onrtains. 

2 Then Nathan Baid unto David, Do 
all that is in thine heart; for God is 
with thee. 

3 And it oame to pass tho Bamo 
night, that the word of God came to 
Nathan, saying, 

4 Go and tell David my servant, 
Thus saith the Lord, Thou shalt not 
build mo a house to dwell in; 

5 For I have not dwelt in a houso 
sineo tho day that I brought up Is- 
raol unto this day ; but have gone 
from tont to tent, and from ono taber¬ 
nacle to another. 

0 Wherosoover I have walked with 
all Israel, spake I a word to any of 
the judges of Ieraol, whom I com¬ 
manded to feed my people, saying, 
Why have ye not built mo a house 
of cedars ? 

7 Now therefore thus shall thou say 
nnto my servant David, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheop-oote, evon from following 
the sheep, that thon shouldost be 
ruler over my people Israel; 

0 And I have been with thee whith¬

ersoever thou hast walked, and have 
cut off all thine enemies from before 
thee and have made thee a name like 
the name of the great men that are 
in the earth. 

9 Also I will ordain a plooe for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, 
and they shall dwelt in their place, 
and shall be moved no more; nei¬ 
ther shall the children of wickodnoss 
waste them any more, as at the be¬ 
ginning, 

10 And since the time that I com¬ 
manded jndges to be over my poople 
Israel. Moreover I will subdue all 
thine enemies. Furthermore I tell 
thee, that the Lord will build thee a 
house. 

11 And it shall oome to pass when 
thy days be expired that thou must 
go to be with thy fathers, that I will 
raise up thy seed after thee, whioh 
shall be of thy sons; and I will estab¬ 
lish his kingdom. 

12 He shall build me a house, and 1 
will stablish his throne for ever. 

13 1 will be his father, and he shall 
be my son; and I will not take my 
mercy away from him, as I took I 
from him that was hoforo thee; 

14 llut I will settle him in mint 
house and in my kingdom for ever 
and his throne shall be establish* 
for evermore. 

15 According to all these words, an 
according to all this vision, so dl 1 
Nathan speak onto David. 

16 And David the king came am 
sat before the Lord, and said, Wh( 
am I, 0 Lord God, and what is mini 
house, that thou hast brought mi 
hitherto ? 

17 And yot this was a Bmall thins 
in thine eyes, 0 God; for thoa has) 
also spoken of thy servant’s housi 
for a great while to come, and ha* 
regarded mo aooording to the estab 
of a man of high degree, 0 Lor 
God. 

18 What can David speak more ti 
thoo for the honour of thy servant? 
for thou knowest thy servant. 

19 0 Lord, for thy servant’s sake, 
and aooording to thine own heart, 
hast thoa done all this greatness, 
in making known all these great 
things. 

20 0 Lord, there is none like thee, 
neither Is there any God besides thee, 
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according to all that we have heard 
with our ears. 

21 And what ono nation in the 
earth is like iky people Israel, whom 
God went to redeem to be his own 
people, to make thee a name of great¬ 
ness and terriblencsa, by driving out 
nations from before thy people, whom 
thou hast redeemed out of Egypt ? 

22 For thy people Israel didst thou 
make thine own people for ever; and 
thou, Lord, bccamcst their God. 

23 Therefore now, Lord, let the 
thing that thou bast spoken concern¬ 
ing thy servant and concerning his 
house be established for ever, and do 
as Lhou hast said. 

24 Let it even he established, that 
thy name may be magnified for ever, 
saying, The Lord of hosts is the God 
of Israel, even a God to Israel; and 
let the house of David thy servant bo 
established before thee. 

25 For thou, 0 my God, hast told 
thy servant that thou wilt build him 
a house; therefore thy servant hath 
found in his heart to pray before 
thee. 

26 And now, Lord, thou art God, 
and hast promised this goodness unto 
thy servant; 

27 Now thoreforo let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, that 
it may be before thee for ever; for 
thou blcsscsl, 0 Lord, and it shall bo 
blessed for ever. 

CUAPTKR XVIII. 

David smiteth the Philistines, Moabites, Ha - 

darteer , and the Syrians — David's offi¬ 
cers. 

OW after this it came to pass, 
that David smote tko Philis¬ 
tines, and subdued tbctn, and took 
Gath and her towns out of the hand 
of the Philistines. 

2 And ho smote Moab; and the 
Moabites became David’s servants, 
and brought gifts. 

3 And David smote Hadarexer king 
of Zohah unto Hamath, as he went 
to stablish his dominion by the river 
Euphrates. 

4 And David took from him a thou¬ 
sand chariots, and seven thousand 
horsemen, and twenty thousand foot¬ 
men ; David also houghed all the 
chariot horses, but reserved of them 
a hundred chariots. 

5 And when tho Syrians of Da¬ 


mascus oame to help Hadarexer 
king of Zobfth, David slew of the 
Syrians two and twenty thousand 
men. 

6 Then David put garrisons in 
Syria-damascus; and the Syrians be¬ 
came David’s servants, and brought 
gifts. Thus the Lord preserved Da¬ 
vid whithersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of 
gold that were on the servants of 
Hadarexer, and brought them to 
Jerusalem. 

8 Likewise from Tibhath, and from 
Chun, cities of Hadarexer, brought 
David very much brass, wherewith 
Solomon made the brazen sea, and 
the pillars, and the vessels of brass. 

9 Now when Tou king of Ha¬ 
math heard how David had smitten 
all the host of Hadarexer king of 
Zobah; 

10 lie sent Hadoram his son to 
king David, to inquire of his welfare, 
and to congratulate him, because he 
had fought against Hadarexer, and 
smitten him; (for Hadarexer had 
war with Tou;) and with him all 
manner of vessels of gold and silver 
and brass. 

11 Them also king David dedicated 
unto the Lord, with the silver and 
the gold that he brought from all 
these nations ; from Edom, and from 
Moab, and from the children of Am¬ 
mon, and from the Philistines, and 
from Amalek. 

12 Moreover, Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah slew of the Edomites in tho 
valley of salt eighteen thousand. 

13 And he put garrisons in Edom; 
and all tno Edomites became 
David's servants. Thus the Lord 
preserved David whithersoever he 
went. 

14 So David reigned over all Israel, 
and executed judgment and justice 
among all his people. 

15 And Joab the son of Zeruiah 
was over the host; and Jehoshaphai 
the son of Ahilud, recorder; 

16 And Zadok the son of Ahitub, 
and Abimelech the son of Abiathar, 
wero tho priests; and Shavsha was 
scribe; 

17 And Denaiah the son of Jchoi- 
adu was over the Chorethites aud the 
Polethites; and the sons of David 
were chief about the king. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 

OavuTt vuttengert villanauslu enlreaUd — 
The Ammtmiles overcome og Joab and 
Abishai—Shojthach slain. 

OW it came to pass after this, 
that Nabash the king of tbo 
children of Ammon died, and hie 
son reigned in hie Btcad. 

2 And David said, I will show kind¬ 
ness unto Ilanun the son of Nahash, 
beoauBc hie father showed kindness 
to mo. And David sent messengers 
to comfort him concerning his father. 
So the servants of David came into 
the land of the children of Ammon 
to Ilanun, to comfort him. 

3 Hut Iho princes of tho childron 
of Ammon said to Ilanun, Tbinkcst 
thou that David doth honour thy 
father, that he bath Bent comforters 
unto thee ? arc not his servants come 
unto thee for to eoarch, and to over¬ 
throw, and to spy out tho land ? 

4 Wherefore Ilanun took David’s 
servants, and Bhavcd them, and cut 
off their garments in tho midst hard 
by their buttocks, and sent them 
away. 

5 Then there wont oertain, and told 
David how tho men were served ; and 
be soul to meet them ; for the men 
were greatly ashamed. And the king 
Baid, Tarry at Jerioho until your 
beards bo grown, and then return. 

6 And when tho children of Ammon 
saw that they had made Lhcmsolves 
odious to David, Hanun and the 
childron of Ammon sent a thousand 
talonts of silver to hire themohariote 
and horsemen out of Mesopotamia, 
aud out of Syria-maach&h, and out 
of Zob&h. 

7 So they hired thirty and two 
thousand chariots, and the king of 
Maachab and hispoople; who oame 
and pitched bofore Medoba. And 
the children of Ammon gathered 
themselves together from their oitios, 
and came to battle. 

8 And wben David hoard of it, he 
tout Joab, and all the hoBt of the 
mighty men. 

0 And tho childron of Ammon 
oame out, and put tho battle in ar¬ 
ray before the gate of tho city ; and 
the kings that were como were by 
themsolves in tho field. 

10 Now whon Joab saw that the 
battle was sot against him bofore and 


behind, he chose out of all tho ohoioa 
of Israel, and pat them in array 
against tne Syrians. 

11 And the rest of the people he 
delivered unto the hand of Abishai 
his brother, and they set themselves 
in array against the ohildren of Am¬ 
mon. 

12 And he said, If the Syrians be 
too strong for me, then thou ehalt 
help me; but if the ohildren of Am¬ 
mon be too strong for thee, thon I 
will help thee. 

13 Be of good courage, and let us 
behave ourselves valiantly for our 
people, and for tho cities of our God ; 
and let the Lord do that which is 
good in hie sight. 

14 So Joab and the people that 
wore with him drew nign before the 
Syrians unto the battle; and they 
(lod before him. 

15 And when the children of Am¬ 
mon saw that the Syrians were fled, 
they likewise fled before Abishai his 
brother, and entered into the city. 
Then Joah oame to Jerusalem. 

16 And when tho Syrians saw that 
they wero put to the worse before Is¬ 
rael, they sent messengers, and drew 
forth the Syrians that were beyond 
tho river; and Shophaoh the oaptain 
of the host of Xladarozer went bofore 
them. 

17 And it was told David; and ho 
gathered all Israel, and passed over 
Jordan, and oame upon them, and 
set the battle in array against Ihem. 
So when David had put the battle 
in array against the Syrians, they 
fought with him. 

18 But the Syrians fled before Is¬ 
rael ; and David slew of the Syrians 
aoven thousand men whieh fought in 
ohariotB, and forty thousand footmen, 
and killed Shophach the oaptain of 
the host. 

19 And when the servants of Qa- 
darezer saw that they were put to tho 
woree before Israel, they mado pe&oe 
with David, and booame his servants; 
neither would the Syrians help the 
children of Ammon any more. 

CHAPTER XX 
The people of Kabbah lortsmtd. 

ND it came to pass, that after 
tho year was oxpired, at tho timo 
that kings go out lo b&ttle, Joab led 
forth tbo power of tho army, and 
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Wasted the country of the children of 
Ammon, and came and besieged Ilab- 
hah. But David tarried at Jerusa¬ 
lem. And Joab smote Rabbah, and 
destroyed it. 

2 And David took the orown of 
their king from o!T his head, and 
found it to weigh a talent of gold, 
and there were prcoiouB stones in it; 
and it was set upon David's head; 
and he brought also exceeding mnch 
spoil out of the oity. 

3 And ho brought out the people 
that were in it, and cut them with 
saws, and with harrows of iron, and 
with axes. Even so doalt David 
with all the cities of tho children of 
Ammon. And David and all the 
peoplo returned to Jerusalem. 

4 And it came to pass after this, 
that there arose war at Gezer with 
the Philistines; at which time Sib- 
hechai the Hushathito slew Sippai, 
that was of the children of tho giant; 
and they were subdued. 

5 And there wa# war again with the 
Philistines ; and Elhanan the Bon of 
Jair slew Lahmi the brother of 
Goliath the Gittite, whose spear staff 
was like a weaver's beam. 

6 And yet again there was war at 
Gath, where was a man of great 
stature, whose fingers and toes were 
four and twenty, six on each hand, 
and Bix on each foot; and be also 
was the son of the giant. 

7 But when he defied Israel, 
Jonathan the son of Bhimea David’s 
brother slew him. 

S These were born unto the giant in 
Gath; and thoy foil by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his ser¬ 
vants. 

CHAPTER XXI.' 

David, tempted by Satan, numbers the people 
—David repenteih of it—David ehooseth 
the pestilence—David by repentance prs- 
venteih the destruction of Jerusalem — 
David having buitt an altar, Ood giveth a 
sign of his favour by fire, and stayeth the 
plague—David sacrificeth there. 

ND Satan stood up against 
Israel, and provoked David to 
numbor Israel. 

2 And David said to Joab and to 
the rulore of the people, Go, number 
Israel from Boor-shotm even to Dan; 
and bring tho numbor of them to mo, 
that I may know it. 

3 And Joab answered, The Lord 


make his people a hundred times to 
many more as they be; but, my lord 
tho king, are they not all my lord’s 
servants? why then doth my lord 
require this thing? why will he be a 
cause of trespass to Israel ? 

4 Nevertheless the king's word pre¬ 
vailed against Joab. Wherefore 
Joah departed, and went throughout 
all Israel, and came to Jerusalem. 

6 And Joab gave the sum of the 
number of the people onto David. 
And all they of Israel were a thousand 
thousand and a hundred thousand 
men that drew sword; and Judah 
was four hundred three-score and ten 
thousand men that drew sword. 

6 But Levi and Benjamin connted 
he not among tbem ; for the king's 
word was abominable to Joab. 

7 And God was displeased with this 
thing; therefore he smote Israel. 

8 And David said unto God, I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done 
this- thing; but now, I beseech thee, 
do away the iniquity of thy servant; 
for I have done very foolishly. 

9 And the Lord spake unto Gad, 
David's seer, saying, 

10 Go and tell David, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord, I offer thee three 
things ; choose thee one of them, that 
I may do it unto thee. 

11 So Gad came to David, and said 
unto him, Thus Baith the Lord, Choose 
tbee 

12 Either three years’ famine; or 
three months to bo destroyed before 
thy foes, while (bat the sword of 
thine enemies overtaketh thee; or 
else three days the sword of tho Lord, 
evon the pestilence, in the land, and 
the angel of the Lord destroying 
throughout all the coasts of Israel. 
Now therefore advise thyself what 
word I shall bring again to him that 
sent me. 

13 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait; let me fall now into 
the hand of the Lord ; fi r very great 
are his meroies; but lot me not fall 
into tho hand of man. 

14 So the Lord sent pestilence upon 
Isrnol; and thorefell of Israel seventy 
thousand men. 

15 And God sent an angel unto 
Jerusalem to destroy it. And the 
angel stretched forth his hand unto 
Jorusalom to destroy It; and God 
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laid to the angel. Stay now thine 
hand, it is enough ; for as he was 
destroying, the Lord beheld Israel, 
that he repented him of the evil; 
therefore the Lord stayed the angel 
that destroyed, as he stood by the 
threshing-floor of Oman, the Jebus- 
ito. 

16 And David lifted up his eyes, 
and saw the angel of the Lord stand 
between tho earth and the heaven, 
having a drawn sword in his hand 
sLretchcd out over Jerusalem. Then 
David and the elders of Israel, who 
wero clothed in saokoloth, fell upon 
their faces. 

17 And David said unto Qod, Is it 
not I that commanded tho people to 
bo Dumhored ? even I it is that have 
Binned and done evil indeed ; but as 
for these sheep, what have they done? 
let thine band, I pray thee, 0 Lord 
my God, be on me, and on my father's 
bouse; but not on thy people, that 
they should he plagued. 

18 Then the angel of the Lord com¬ 
manded Gad to say to David, that 
David Bhould go up, and Bet up an 
altar unto tho Lord in the threshing- 
floor of Oman the Jehueite. 

19 And David went up at the say¬ 
ing of Gad, whioh he spake in the 
nauio of tho Lord. 

20 Now Oman was throshing wheat, 
and his four sons with him; and 
Oman turned baok and saw the 
angel, and they hid themselves. 

21 And as David came to Oman, 
Oman looked and saw David, and 
went out of the threshing-floor, and 
bowod himself to David with his faoe 
to the ground. 

22 Then David said to Oman, Grant 
me the plaoe of this threshing-floor, 
that I may build an altar theroin 
onto the Lord; thou shalt grant it 
me for the full prioe; that the plague 
may he stayed from the people. 

23 And Oman said unto David, 
Take it to thee, and let my lord the 
king do that whioh is good in his 
eyos; lo, I give thee the oxon also 
for burnt offerings, and tho threshing 
instruments for wood, and tho wheAt 
for the meat offoring; I give it 
all. 

24 And king David said to Oman, 
Nay; but I will verily buy it for the 
full prioe; for I will oot take that 
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whioh is thine for the Lord, nor offer 
burnt offerings without cost. 

25 So David gave to Oman for the 
place six hundred shekels of gold by 
weight. 

26 And David built there an altar 
unto tho Lord, and offered bnrnt 
offerings and peace offerings, and 
oalled upon the Lord; and he answered 
him from heaven by fire upon the 
altar of burnt offering. 

27 And the Lord commanded the 
angel; and he put up his sword again 
into the sheath thereof. 

28 At that time when David saw 
that the Lord had answered him in 
the threshing-floor of Oman the Je- 
busite, then he sacrificed there. 

29 For the tahernacle of the Lord, 
which Moses made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, 
were at that seaeon in the high plaoe 
at Giheon. 

30 But David could not go before it 
to inquire of God; for he was afraid 
because of the sword of the angel of 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

David prrpareth for the budding (f tfu 
temple—He irutructeth Solomon. 

HEN David said, This is the 
house of the Lord God, and this 
is the altar of the burnt offering for 
Israel. 

2 And David commanded to gather 
together the strangers that were in 
the land of Israel, and he set masons 
to hew wrought stones to build the 
house of God. 

3 And David prepared iron in abun¬ 
dance for the nails for the doors of 
the gates, and for the joinings; and 
brass in abundance without weight; 

4 Also cedar trees in abundance; 
for the Zidonians and they of Tyre 
brought much cedar wood to David. 

6 And David said, Solomon my 
son is young and tender, and the 
house that is to be bailded for the 
Lord must be exceeding magnifioal, 
of fame and of glory throughout all 
countries; I will therefore now make 
preparation for It. So David pre¬ 
pared abundantly before his death. 

6 Then he oalled for Solomon his 
son, and oharged him to build a house 
for the Lord God of Israel. 

7 And David said to Solomon, My 
son, as for me, It was in my mind to 
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build a bouse no to the name of the 
Lord my Qod; 

8 But the word of the Lord came 
to me, saying, Thou hast shed blood 
abundantly, and hast made great 
wars; thou sbalt not build a houao 
unto my name, because thou hast 
shed much blood upon the earth in 
iny eight. 

9 Behold, a eon shall be boro to 
thee, who shall be a man of rest; and 
I will give him rest from all his ene¬ 
mies round about, for his name shall 
be Solomon, and I will give peace and 
quietness unto Israel in his days. 

10 He shall build a house for my 
name; and he shall be my son, and 
I will be his father; and I will estab¬ 
lish Lbe throne of his kingdom over 
Israel for ever. 

11 Now, my son, the Lord ho with 
thee; and prosper thou, and build 
tho houso of tho Lord thy Qod, as 
he hath said of thee. 

12 Only tho Lord give thee wis¬ 
dom and understanding, and give 
thee charge concerning Israel, that 
thou mayesl keep the law of the Lord 
thy God. 

13 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou 
takeet heed to fulfil the statutes and 
judgments which the Lord charged 
Moses with concerning Israel; be 
strong, and of good courage; dread 
not, nor be dismayed. 

14 Now, behold, in my trouble I 
have prepared for the house of the 
Lord a hundred thousand talents of 
gold, and a thousand thousand talents 
of silver; and of brass and iron with¬ 
out weight; for it is in abundanco; 
timber also and stone have I pre¬ 
pared; and thou mayest add thereto. 

15 Moreover, there are workmen 
with thee in abundance, hewers and 
workers of stone and timber, and all 
manner of cunning mon for every 
manner of work. 

16 Of the gold, the silver, and the 
hrass, and the iron, there is no num¬ 
ber. Arise therefore, and be doing, 
and the Lord be with thcc. 

17 David also commanded all the 
princes of Israol to help Solomon his 
son, saying, 

18 Is not tho Lord your Qod with 
you? and bath he not given you rest 
on every side? for he hath given the 
inhabitants of tho land into mine 


hand; and the land is subdued before 
tho Lord, and before his people. 

19 Now set your heart and your 
soul to seek the Lord your God; 
arise therefore, and build ye the sano- 
tuary of the Lord God, to bring the 
ark of the covenant of tho Lord, and 
the holy vessels of Qod, into the house 
that is to be built to the name of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XXm. 

David makelh Solomon king—The ofllat 
the. Leviles. 

0 when David was old and full 
of days, he made Solomon his 
son king over Israel. 

2 And he gathered together all the 
princes of Israel, with the priests and 
the Levitcs. 

3 Now the Lcvites were numbered 
from the age of thirty years and 
upward; and their number by their 
polls, man by man, was thirty and 
eight thousand. 

4 Of which, twenty and four thou¬ 
sand were to set forward the work of 
the house of the Lord; and six thou¬ 
sand were officers and judges ; 

5 Moreover four thousand were por¬ 
ters; and four thousand prnised the 
Lord with the instruments which I 
made, said David, to praise there¬ 
with. 

6 And David divided them into 
courses among the sons of Levi, 
namely, Gershon, Kohath, and Me- 
rari. 

7 Of the Qershonitos were Laadan, 
and Shimei. 

S The sons of Laadan; the chief 
was Jehiel, and Zetbam, and Joel, 
three. 

9 The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, 
and IlAziel, and Karan, three. These 
were the chief of the fathers of Laa¬ 
dan. 

10 And the sons of Shimei were, 
Jahnth, Zina, and Jeush, and Be- 
riah. These four were the sons of 
Shimei. 

11 And Jahath was the ohief, and 
Zizah tho second; hut Joush and 
Bcriah had not many sons; therefore 
they woro in one reckoning, aooord- 
ing to their father's house. 

12 The sons of Kohath; Amram, 
Izhar, Hobron, and Uczio), four. 

13 The sons of Amram; Aaron, and 
Moses; and Aaron was separated 
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(bat bo should sanctify the most holy 
things, be and his sonB for ever, to 
burn inccnso before the Lord, to min¬ 
ister unto him, and to bless in his 
name for ever. 

14 Now concerning Moses the man 
of God, bis Bons were named of tho 
tribe of Levi. 

15 The sons of Mobos were, Ger- 
sbom and Eliczer. 

16 Of the sons of Gershom, Sheb- 
uel was the ohief. 

17 And the sons of Eliezer were, 
Ilchabinh the chief. And Eliczer 
had none other son9; but the sons of 
Ucbabiah were very maDy. 

18 Of the sons of Izhar; Rhclo- 
rnith the ohief. 

19 Of the sons of Hebron; Jcriah 
the first, Amarinh the second, Jahnziel 
the third, and Jokaincam the fourth. 

20 Of tho sons of Uzziel; Micah 
the first, and Jcsiah tho second. 

21 The sons of Morari; Mahli, and 
Mushi. The sons of Mahli; Eleazar, 
and Kish. 

22 And Eleazar died, and bad no 
sons, but daughters; and their bre¬ 
thren tho sons of Kish took them. 

23 Tho sons of Mushi; Mahli, and 
Edcr, and Jeremoth, three. 

24 Those wore the sons of Levi after 
the house of their fathers; even tho 
chief of tho fathers, as they were 
countod by number of names by their 
polls, that did the work for thcservico 
of the house of the Lord, from tho 
age of twenty years and upward. 

25 For David said, Tho Lord God 
of Israel hath given rosl unto his 
poople, that they may dwell in Jeru¬ 
salem for ever; 

26 And also unto the Lovites; they 
shall no more oarry the tabernacle, 
nor any vessels of it for the servioo 
thereof. 

27 For by tho last words of David 
the Levitea woro numberod from twen¬ 
ty years old and above; 

28 Because thoir offloo was to WAit 
on tho sons of Aaron for the service 
of tho house of the Lord, in tho 
oourts, and in tho chambers, and in 
the purifying of alt holy things, and 
tho work of the servioo of the house 
of God; 

20 Bolli for the showbread. and for 
tho fino flour for men 1 , offering, and 
for tho unloavcnod cakes, and for that 
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which is haked in tho pan, and for 
that which is fried, and for all man¬ 
ner of measure and size; 

30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lord, and like¬ 
wise at even; 

31 And to offer all burnt aaorifioes 
unto the Lord in the sabbaths, in the 
new moons, and on the set feasts, by 
number, according to tho order com¬ 
manded unto them, continually before 
the Lord; 

32 And that they should keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, and the charge of the holy 
place, and the charge of the sons of 
Aaron their brethren, in the servioe 
of the house of the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

The divisions of Vie sons of Aaron. 

OW these are tho divisions of the 
sons of Aaron. The sons of 
Aaron ; Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar 
and Tthamar. 

2 But Nadab and Abihu died beforo 
their father, and had no children; 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar exe¬ 
cuted the priest's office. 

3 And David distributed them, both 
Zadok of the sons of Eleazar, and 
Ahimclcch of the sons of Ithamar, 
according to their offices in their ser¬ 
vice. 

4 And there were more chief men 
found of tho sons of Eleazar than of 
the sons of Ithamar; and thus were 
they divided. Among tho sons of 
Eleazar there wore sixteen chief men 
of the house of their fathers, and 
eight among tho sons of Ithamar ac¬ 
cording to the bouse of their fathers. 

5 Thus were they divided by lot, one 
sort with another; for the governors 
of the sanctuary, and governors of the 
house of God, wero of the sons of 
Eleazar, and of the sons of Ithamar. 

6 And Sbemaiab the son of Ndtha- 
neel the scribe, one of the Levites, 
wrote them before the king, and the 
princes, and Zadok the priest, and 
Ahimclcch tho son of Abiathar, and 
before tho chiof of the fathers of the 

riests and Levites; one principal 
ousobold being taken for Eleazar, 
and one taken for Ithamar. 

7 Now the first lot oamo forth to 
Johoiarib, the second to Jedaiah, 

8 Tho third to Ilarim, the fourth to 
Seorim, 
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9 The fifth to Malchijah, the sixth 
to Mijamin, 

10 The seventh to Hakkoz, the eighth 
to Abijah, 

11 The ninth to Jeshnah, the tenth 
to 6hecaniah, 

12 The eleventh to Eliashib, the 
twelfth to Jakim, 

13 The thirteenth to Hupp&h, the 
fourteenth to Jeshebeab, 

14 The fifteenth to Bilgah, the six¬ 
teenth tc Immer, 

15 The seventeenth to Hezir, the 
eighteenth to Aphses, 

16 The nineteenth to Pethahi&h, the 
twentieth to Jehezckcl, 

17 The one and twentieth to Jachin, 
the two and twentieth to Gamut, 

16 The three and twentieth to Dc- 
laiah, the four and twentieth to Maa- 
ciah. 

19 These werothe orderings of them 
in their service to come into the house 
of the Lord, according to their manner, 
under Aaron their father, as the Lord 
God of Israel had commanded him. 

20 And the rest of the sons of Levi 
were these; Of the sons of Amrnm; 
Shuhael; of the sons of Shubael; 
Johdeiah. 

21 Concerning Rehabiah; of the 
sons of Rehahiah, the flrBt was Is- 
shiah. 

22 Of the Izharites; Shelomoth; 
of the sons of Shelomoth; Jahath. 

23 And the softs of Hebron ; Jeriah 
the first, Amariah the second, Jaha- 
ziel the third, Jekameam the fourth. 

24 Of the sons of Uzziel; Michah; 
of the sons of Michah ; Shamir. 

25 The brother of Mioh&h was Is- 
shiah; of the sons of Isshiah ; Zecha- 
riah. 

26 The sons of Merari were Mahli 
and Muahi; the sons of Jaaziah; 
Beno. 

27 The book of Merari by Jaaziah; 
Beno, and Shoham, and Zaoour, and 
Ibri. 

28 Of Mahli oame Eleazar, who had 
no sons. 

29 Concerning Eish; the Bon of 
Kish was Je rah me el. 

30 The sons also of Mushi; Mahli, 
and Edcr, and Jerimoth. These were 
the sons of the Levites after the house 
of their fathers. 

31 These likewise oast lots over 
against their brethren the sons of 


Aaron in the presence of David the 
king, and Zadok, and Ahimelech, and 
the chief of the fathers of the priests 
and Levites, even the principal fa¬ 
thers over against their younger bre¬ 
thren. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

The number rf the ringer*. 
OREOYER David and the cap¬ 
tains of the host separated to 
the service of the sons of Asaph, and 
of Heman, and of Jedulhun, who 
should prophesy with harps, with 
psalteries, and with cymbals; and 
the number of the workmen accord¬ 
ing to their service was; 

2 Of the sons of Asaph; Zacour, 
and Joseph, and Ncthaniah, and 
Asarelah, the bods of Asaph under 
the hands of Asaph, which prophesied 
according to the order of the king. 

3 Of Jeduthnn ; the sons of Jedu- 
thun; Gedaliah, and Zeri, and Je- 
shaiah, Hashabiah, and Mattithiah, 
six, under the hands of their father 
Jednthun, who prophesied with a 
harp, to give thanks and to praise 
the Lord. 

4 Of Heman; the sons of Heman; 
Bukkiah, Mattaniah, Uzziel, Shebuel, 
and Jerimoth, Hananiah, Hanani, 
Eliathah, Giddalti, and Romamti- 
ezer, Joshbekashah, Mallothi, Hothir, 
and Mahazioth; 

5 All these were the sons of Heman 
the king’s seer in the words of God, 
to lift up the horn. And God gave 
to Heman fourteen sons and three 
daughters. 

6 AH these were under the hands of 
their father for song in the house of 
the Lord, with cymbalB, psalteries, 
and harps, for the service of the house 
of God, according to the king’s order 
to Asaph, Jeduthun, and Heman. 

7 So the number of them, with their 
brethren that were instructed in the 
songs of the Lord, even all that were 
cunning, was two hundred four-soore 
and eight. 

6 And they oast lots, ward against 
ward, as well the small as the great, 
the teacher as the scholar. 

9 Now the first lot oame forth for 
Asaph to Joseph ; the seoond to Goda- 
liah, who witn his brethren and eons 
were twelve; 

10 Tho third to Zaoour, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve; 




CHAPTER XXVI. 47* 


11 The fourth to Izri, he, hia eons, 
tod hia brethren, wero twelve; 

12 The fifth to Nelhamah, ho, hip 
sodh, and hie brethren, wore twelve; 

13 The sixth to Bukkiah, ho, his 
bods, and hia brethren, wore twelve; 

14 The seventh to Jeeharelah, he, 
bis sonB, and hia brethren, were 
twelve; 

15 The eighth to Jeehaiah, he, his 
sous, and bid brethren, were twelve; 

16 The ninth to Mattaniah, he, his 
aous, and bis brethren, wore twelve; 

17 The tenth to Sbimei, he, hia sons, 
snd bis brethren, were twelve ; 

18 The eleventh to Azorcel, he, his 
bods, and his brelhron, were twelve; 

19 The twel'th to ilaBhnbiah, he, 
his sons, and hia brethren, were 
twelve; 

20 The thirteenth to Shubaol, ho, his 
boob, and hia brethren, wore twelve; 

21 The fourteenth to Mattithiah, 
he, hia sons, and his brethren, were 

twelvo ; 

22 The fifteenth to Jeremoth, he, his 
soua, and his brothren, were twolve; 

23 The sixteenth to llananiah, he, 
his sons, and his brethren, were 
twelve; 

24 The seventeenth to Joshboka- 
sha, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelvo; 

25 The eighteenth to Ilanani, he, his 
sons, and bis brethren, were twelve; 

26 The nineteenth to Mallothi, 
he, his sous, and hia brethren, were 
twelve; 

27 The twentieth (o Eliathah, he, 
hiB sons, and his brethren, wore 
twelve ; 

28 The one and twentieth to Ho- 
thir, he, hie sons, and his brethren, 
wore twelvo; 

29 The twe and twentieth to Qid- 
dalti, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twolve; 

30 The three and twentieth to Ma~ 
haxioth, he, his sons, and his brethren, 
were twelve; 

31 The four and twentieth to Ko- 
momti-eeer, he, his boob, and his bre¬ 
thren, were twolve. 

CIIAPTRB XXVI. 

The division of the porters—The gates as- 

signed by lot—The Levites that had charge 
o f the treasures — Officers and judges. 
ONCERNING the divisions of 
the porters; Of the Korhites was 


Meshelemiah the son of Kore, of the 
sons of Asaph. 

2 And the sons of Meshelemiah 
were, Zechariah the first-born, Jediael 
the second, Zebadiah the third, Jath- 
niel the fourth, 

3 Elain the fifth, Jehohanan the 
sixth, Elioenai the seventh. 

4 Moreover the sons of Obed-edom 
were, Shomaiah the first-born, Jehoza> 
bad the scoond, Joah the third, and 
Sacar the fourth, and Nethancel the 

firth, 

5 Ammiel the eixth, Isaachar the 
Bevcnth, Peulthai the eighth; for God 
blessed him. 

6 Also unto Shcin&iah his son were 
sons born, that ruled throughout tho 
house of their father; lor they were 
mighty men of valour. 

7 The eons of Shemaiah; Othni, 
and Aephael, and Obed, Elzabad, 
wbose brethren were strong men, 
Eliliu, and Semachiah. 

8 All these of the sons of Obed- 
edom ; they and their sons and their 
brethren, able men for strength for 
the sorvice, were throe-score and two 
of Obed-edom. 

9 And Meshelemiah had bodb and 
brethren, strong men, eighteen. 

10 Also Hosab, of the ohildren of 
Merari, had sons; Simri the ehief, (for 
though he was not the first-born, yet 
his father made him the chief;) 

11 Hilkiah the second, Teb&liah 
the third, Zechariah the fourth ; all 
the sons and brethren of Hosah were 
thirteen. 

12 Among these were the divisions 
of the porters, oven among the chief 
men, having wards one against an¬ 
other, to minister in the house of the 
Lord. 

13 And they o&st lots, as well 
the small as the great, according to 
the house of thoir fathers, for every 
gate. 

14 And the lot eastward fell to 
Shelemiah. Then for Zechariah his 
son, a wise counsellor, they oast 
lots; and his lot oame out north¬ 
ward. 

15 To Obed-edom southward; and 
to his sons the house of Asuppim. 

16 To Shuppim and Hosah the lot 
oame forth westward, with the gate 
Shalleoheth, by the oauseway of the 
goiug up, ward against ward. 
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17 Eastward were bix Levitcs, 
northward four a day, southward 
four & day, and toward Asuppiin 
two and two. 

IB At Parbar westward, four at the 
causeway, and two at Parbar. 

10 These are the divisions of the 
porters among the sons of Korc, and 
among the sons of Merari. 

20 And of the Levites, Ahijah was 
over the treasures of the house of 
God, and over the treasures of the 
dedicated things. 

21 As concerning the eons of Loa- 
dan ; the sons of the Gcrshonito Laa- 
dan, chief fathers, even of Laadun 
the Gershonite, were Jebicli. 

22 The eons of Jehicli; Zctham, 
and Joel his brother, which were over 
the treasures of the house of the 
Lord. 

23 Of the Amramites, and the 
[zharites, the Ilebronitcs, and the 
Uzziclites; 

24 And Shobuel the son of Gcr- 
shom, tho son of Moses, was ruler of 
the treasures. 

25 And his brethren by Eliezer; 
Rehabiah his son, and Jeshaiah his 
son, and Joram his son, and Zichri 
his son, and Shclomith his son; 

26 Which Shclomith and his bre¬ 
thren were over all the treasures of 
the dedicated things, which David tho 
king, and the chief fathers, tho cap¬ 
tains over thousands and hundreds, 
and the captains of the host, had 
dedicated. 

27 Out of the spoils won in battles 
did they dedicate to maintain the 
house of the Lord. 

23 And all that Samuel the seer, 
and Saul the son of Kish, and Abner 
the eon of Ner, and Joab the son of 
Zeruiah, had dedicated; and whoso¬ 
ever had dedicated any thing, it was 
under the hand of Shelomilh, and of 
his brethren. 

29 Of the Izharites, Chenaoiah and 
his sons wore for the outward busi¬ 
ness over Israel, for officers and 
judges. 

30 And of the Hobronitea, Hasha- 
biah and his brethren, men of valour, 
a thousand and seven hnndrcd, were 
offioers among them of Ieraol on this 
side Jordan westward in all the busi¬ 
ness of the Lord, and in the service 
of the king. 


31 Among the Hcbronites was Je- 
rija.li the chief, even among the He- 
bronites, according to the generationi 
of his fathers. In the fortieth year 
of the reign of David they were 
sought for, and there were found 
among them mighty men of valour 
at Jazcr of G ilcad. 

32 And his brethren, men of valour, 
were two thousand and seven hun¬ 
dred chief fathers, whom king David 
made rulers over the Rcubenites, the 
Gadites, and the half tribe of Manas- 
seh, for every matter pertaining to 
God, and affairs of the king. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Tht twelve capkrini—Tht prince* of LKt 
twelve trCbei. 

OW the children of Israel after 
their number, to wit, the chief 
fathers and captains of thousands and 
hundreds, and their officers that 
served the king in any matter of the 
courses, which came in and went out 
month by month throughout all the 
months of tho year, of every course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

2 Over the first course for the first 
month was Jashobcam the son of 
Zabdiel; and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

3 Of the children of Perez s^s the 
chief of all the captains of the host 
for the first month. 

4 And over the course of the second 
month was Dodai an Ahohite, and of 
his course was Mikloth also the 
ruler; in his course likewise were 
twenty and four thousand. 

5 The third captain of the host for 
the third month was Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, a chief priest; and in 
his course were twenty and four thou¬ 
sand. 

6 This is that Benaiah, who was 
mighty among the thirty, and above 
the thirty; and in his oonrse was 
Ammizabad his son. 

7 The fourth captain for the fourth 
month was Asabel the brother of 
Joab, and Zcbadiah his son after 
him; and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

8 Tho fifth captain for the fifth 
month was Shamhuth the Iirahite; 
and in his oourso were twenty and 
four thousand. 

9 The sixth captain for the sixth 
month was Ira the son of Ikkeeh the 
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Tekoite; and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

10 The seventh captain for the 
seventh month was Ilelcz the Pclon- 
ite, of the children of Ephraim ; and 
in his oourBe were twenty and four 
thousand. 

11 The eighth captain for the eighth 
month was Sibbccai the Hushathitc, 
of the Zarhites; and in his course 
wore twenty and four thousand. 

12 Tho ninth captain for the ninth 
month wub Abiczor the Anetothite, 
of the Bcnjamitce; and in his course 
were twenty &Dd four thousand. 

13 The tenth captain for the tenth 
month was Maharai the Netophathite, 
of the Zarhites; and in his course 
wero twenty and four thousand. 

14 Tho eleventh captain for tho 
eleventh month was Beuaiah tho Pi- 
rnthonite, of tho children of Ephraim ; 
and in his course were twenty and 
four thousand. 

13 Tho twelfth CApt&in for tho 
twelfth month was Heldai tho Neto- 
phatbito, of Olhniol; and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

16 Furthermore over the tribes of 
Israel; the ruler of the Reubenitos 
was Eliczor the son of Ziohri : of the 
Simeonites, Shephatiah tho son of 
M&aohah ; 

17 Of the Lovites, Hashabiah tho 
son of Kemucl; of the A&ronites, 
Zadok; 

18 Of Judah, Elihu, one of the bre¬ 
thren of David; of Issaohar, Omri 
the sou of Michael; 

19 Of Zebulun, Ishmaiah the son 
of Obadiah; of Naphtali, Jerimoth 
the son of Atriel; 

20 Of the ohildren of Ephraim, 
Ilosea, the son of Asaziah ; of the 
half tribe of Manasseh, Joel the son 
of Pedaiah; 

21 Of the half tribe of Manasseh in 
Gilead, Iddo tho son of Zeohariah; of 
Benjamin, Jaasiel the son of Abner. 

22 Of Dan, Azaroel tho son of Je- 
roham. These were the princes of 
the tribes of Iaraol. 

23 But David took not the number 
of them from twenty years old and 
under ; beoause tho Lord had said ho 
would inoreaso Israel like to the stars 
of tho heavens. 

24 Joab the son of Zerniah began 
to number, but he finished not, be- 
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cause there fell wrath for it against 
Israel; neither was the number pat 
in the account of tho Chronicles of 
king David. 

25 And over tho king’s treasores 
was Azinavcth the son of Adiel; and 
over the storehouses in the fields, in 
the cities, and in the villages, and in 
the castles, was Jehonalhan the son 
of Uzziah; 

26 And over them that did the work 
of the field for tillage of the ground 
was Ezri the son of Chelub; 

27 And over the vineyards was 
Shimei the Ramathite; over the in¬ 
crease of tho vineyards for the wine 
cellars was Zabdi the Shiphmite; 

28 And over tho oBto trees and the 
sycamore trees that were in the low 
plains was Baal-hanan tho Gederite; 
and over the cellars of oil was Joash; 

29 And over the herds that fed in 
Sharon was Shitrai the Sharonite; 
and over the herds that were in the 
valleys was Shaphat the son of Adlai; 

30 Over the camels also was Obil 
the Ishmaclitc; and over the asses 
was JodciAh the Mcronothite ; 

31 And over the flocks was Jazis 
tho Hagarito. AH these were the 
rulers of the substance which was 
king David’s. 

32 Also Jonathan David’s unole 
was a counsellor, a wise man, and a 
scribo; and Jehiel the son of Hach- 
moni was with the king’s sons; 

33 And Ahithophel was the king’s 
oounsellor; and Hushai the Archite 
was the king’s companion ; 

34 And after Ahitnophel was Jehoi- 
ada tho son of Benaiah, and Abia- 
thar; and the general of the king's 
army was Joab. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

David txhorUih to fear Ood—He mcouraffdl i 
Solomon to build the temple. 

ND David assembled all the 
princes of Israel, the princes 
of the tribes, and the captains of 
the companies that ministered to the 
king by course, and tho captains over 
tho thousands, and oaptains over the 
hundreds, and the stewards over all 
the substance and possession of the 
king, and of his sons, with the offi- 
oers, and with the mighty men, and 
with all the valiant men, nnto Jeru¬ 
salem. 

2 Then David the king stood up 
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upon hie feet, and said, Hear me, my 
brethren, and my people; As lor me, 
I had in mine heart to build a house 
of rest for the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord, and for the footstool of our 
God, and had made ready for the 
building; 

3 But God said unto me, Thou shalt 
not build a house for my name, be¬ 
cause thou hast been a man of war, 
and hast shed blood. 

4 Howboit the Lord God of Israel 
chose me before all the house of my 
father to be king over Israel for 
ever; for he hath ohosen Judah to 
be the ruler; and of tho houso of 
Judah, the house of my father; and 
among the sons of my father be 
liked me to make me king over all 
Israel; 

' 5 And of all my sons, (for the Lord 
hath given me many sons,) he hath 
chosen Solomon my son to sit upon 
the throne of the kingdom of the 
Lord over Israel. 

6 And he Baid unto me, Solomon 
thy son, he shall build my house and 
my courts; for I have chosen him to 
be my son, and I will be his father. 

7 Moreover I will establish his 
kingdom for ever, if he be constant 
to do my commandments and my 
judgments, aB at this day. 

6 Now therefore, in the sight of all 
Israel the congregation of the Lord, 
and in the audience of our God, keep 
and seek for all the commandments 
of the Lord your God; that ye may 
possess this good land, and leave it 
for an inheritance for your children 
after you for ever, 

9 And thou, Solomon my son, know 
thou the God of thy father, and serve 
him with a perfect heart and with a 
willing mina; for the Lord searcheth 
all hearts, and understandeth all tho 
imaginations of the thoughts; if thou 
seek him, he will be found of thee; 
but if thou forsake him, he will oast 
thee off for ever. 

10 Take heed now; for the Lord 
hath chosen thee to build a house 
for the sanotuary; be strong, and 
do it. 

11 Then David gave to Solomon 
his son the pattern of the poroh, 
and of the houses thereof, and of the 
treasuries thereof, and of the upper 
eh ambers thereof, and of the inner 


parlours thereof, and of the plaoe of 
the mercy-seat. 

12 And the pattern of all that he 
hud by the Spirit, of the ooarts of 
tho house of the Lord, and of all the 
chambers round about, of the treas¬ 
uries of the house of God, and of the 
treasuries of the dedioated things; 

13 Also for the courses of the prieBt* 
and the Levites, and for all the work 
of the service of the house of the 
Lord, and for all the vessels of ser¬ 
vice in the house of the Lord. 

14 He gave of gold by weight for 
IhiDgs of gold, for all instruments of 
all manner of service; silver also for 
all instruments of Bilver hy weight, 
for all instruments of every kind of 
sorvice; 

15 Even the weight for the oandle- 
sticks of gold, and for their lamps of 
gold, by weight for every oandlestiak, 
and for the lamps thereof; and for 
the candlesticks of silver by weight, 
both for the candlestick, and also for 
the lamps thereof, according to the 
use of every candlestick. 

16 And by weight he gave gold for 
the tables of show-bread, for every 
table; and likewise silver for the ta- 
blos of silver; 

17 Also puro gold for the flesh 
hooks, and the bowls, and the cups, 
and for the golden basins he gave 
gold by weight for every basin; and 
likewise silver by weight for every 
basin of silver; 

18 And for the altar of incense re¬ 
fined gold by weight; and gold for 
the pattern of the chariot of the 
cherubim, that spread oat their 
wings, and covered the ark of the 
oovenant of the Lord. 

19 All this, said David, the Lord 
made me understand in writing by 
his hand upon me, even all the works 
of this pattern. 

20 And David said to Solomon hia 
son, Bo strong and of good aonrage, 
and do it; fear not, nor be dismayed, 
for the Lord God, oven my God, will 
be with thoo; he will not fail thee, 
nor forsako thee, until thon hast 
finished all the work for the service 
of the house of the Lord. 

21 And, behold, the oonrses of the 
priests and the Levites, even they 
Bhnll be with thee for all the servioe 
of the houso of God; and there shall 
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be with Ihee for all manner of work¬ 
manship ever/ willing skilful man, 
for any manner of service; also the 
prinoes and all tho people will be 
wholly at thy oommandment. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

David’s offerings, thanksgiving and prayer — 
The people make Solomon king — David's 
reign and death . 

URTIIERMORE David the king 
said unto all the congregation, 
Solomon my son, whom alono God 
hath choBon, is yet young and tender, 
and the work is great; for the palace 
is not for man, but for the Lord 
God. 

2 Now I have prepared with all my 
might for tho nouse of my God the 
gold for things to be made of gold, 
and the silver for things of silvor, and 
the brass for things of brass, the iron 
for things of iron, and wood for 
things of wood; onyx stones, and 
stones to be set, glistering stones, 
and of divers colours, and all manner 
of precious stones, and marble stones 
in ubundanoo. 

3 Moreover, beoause I have set my 
affection to the house of my God, I 
have of mine own proper good, of 
gold and silver, which I have given 
(o tho house of my God, over and 
abovo all that I have prepared for 
the holy house, 

4 Even three thousand talents of 
gold, of the gold of Ophir, and Bevon 
thousand lalonts of roflncd silvor, to 
overlay the walls of the housos 
withal ; 

5 Tho gold for things of gold, and 
tho silvor for things of silvor, and 
for all mnnnor of work to be mado by 
the hands of artificers. And who 
thou is willing to ooneeorate his ser- 
vioo this day unto the Lord? 

0 Then the ohief of the fathers and 
prinooB of the tribes of Israel, and 
the captains of thousands and of 
hundrods, with the rulors of tho king’s 
work, offered willingly, 

7 And gave, for the aervioe of the 
house of God, of gold flvo thousand 
talents and ten thousand drams, and 
of silver ten thousand talonts, and of 
brass eighteon thousand talents, and 
one hundred thousand talents of 
iron. 

8 And they with whom preolous 
•tocos were found gave them to the 
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treasure of the house of the Lord, by 
the hand of Jehiel the Gershonite. 

9 Then the people rejoiced, for that 
they offered willingly, beoause with 
perfeot heart they offered willingly to 
the Lord; and David the king also 
rejoiced with great joy. 

10 Wherefore David blessed the 
Lord before all the oongregation; 
and David said, Blessed be thou, 
Lord God of Israel onr father, for 
ever and ever. 

11 Thine, 0 Lord, is the greatness, 
and the powor, and the glory, and 
the viotonp, and the majesty; for all 
that is in the heaven and in the earth 
is thine; thine is the kingdom, 0 
Lord, and thou art exalted as head 
above all. 

12 Both riohes and honour oome of 
thee, and thou roignest over all; and 
in thine hand is power and might; 
and in thine hand it is to make great, 
and to give strength unto all. 

13 Now therefore, onr God, we 
thank thee, and praise thy glorious 
name. 

14 But who am I, and what is my 
people, that wo Bhould be able to 
offer so willingly after this sort? for 
all things come of thee, and of thine 
own have we given thee. 

15 For wo are strangers before thee, 
and sojourners, as were all our fa¬ 
thers; our days on the earth are as a 
shadow, and there is none abiding. 

10 0 Lord our God, all this storo 
that we have prepared to bnild thee 
a houso for thino holy name oometh 
of thine hand, and is all thine own. 

17 I know also, my God, that thou 
tricst the heart and hast pleasure in 
uprightness. As for me, in the up¬ 
rightness of mine heart I have will¬ 
ingly offered all these things; and 
now have I seen with joy thy people, 
which are presont here, to offer will¬ 
ingly unto thee. 

18 0 Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Israol, our fathers, keep this 
for evor in the imagination of the 
thoughts of tho heart of thy people, 
and prepare their hoart unto tnee; 

19 And give unto Solomon my bod 
a perfect heart, to keep thy command- 
monts, thy testimonies, and thy stat¬ 
utes, and to do all those things, and 
to bnild the palaoe, for the whioh I 
bove made provision. 
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20 And David said to all the con¬ 
gregation, Now bless the Lord your 
God. And nil the congregation 
blessed tho Lord Qod of their fathers, 
and bowed down their heads, and 
worshipped the Lord, and the king. 

21 And they sacrificed sacrifices 
unto the Lord, and offered burnt 
offerings onto the Lord, on the mor¬ 
row after that day, even a thousand 
bullocks, a thousand rams, and a 
thousand lambs, with their drink 
offerings, and sacrifices in abundance 
for all Israel; 

22 And did cat and drink before the 
Lord on that day with great glad¬ 
ness. And they made Solomon the 
son of David king the second time, 
and anointed him unto the Lord to 
be the chief governor, and Zadok to 
bo priest. 

23 Then Solomon sat on the throne 
of the Lord as king instead of David 
his father, and prospered; and nil 
Israel obeyed him. 

24 And all the princes, and tho 
mighty men, and all the sods like¬ 


wise of king David, Bnhmltted them¬ 
selves nnto Solomon the king. 

25 And the Lord magnified Solo¬ 
mon exceedingly in the sight of all 
Israel, and bestowed upon him snoh 
royal majesty as had not been on any 
king before him in Israel. 

26 Thns David the son of Jesse 
reigned over all Israel. 

27 Aod the time that he reigned 
over Israel was forty years; seven 
years reigned he in liebron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he in 
Jerusalem. 

28 And he died in a good old age, 
full of days, riches, and honour, 
and Solomon his son reigned in hit 
stead. 

29 Now the acts of David the king, 
first and last, behold, they are writ¬ 
ten in the book of Samuel the seer, 
and in the book of Nathan the pro 
phet, and in the book of Gad the seer, 

30 With all his reign and his might, 
and the times that went over him, 
and over Israel, and over all lh* 
kingdoms ofjhe countries. 
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CHAPTER I. 

The offering of Solomon — Solomon's chain 
of wisdom — Solomon't ttrength and 
wtalth. 

ND Solomon the bod of David 
was strengthened m his king¬ 
dom, and the Lord his God was 
with him, and magnified him ex¬ 
ceedingly. 

2 Then Solomon spake nnto all Is¬ 
rael, to the OAptains of thousands 
and of hundreds, and to the judges, 
and to every governor in all Israel, 
the chief of the fathers. 

3 So Solomon, and all the congrega¬ 
tion with him, went to the high place 
[lmt was at Gibeon; for there was 
the tabernacle of the congregation of 
God, which Moses the servant of the 
Lord had made in the wilderness. 

A But the ark of God had David 
brought np from Rirjatb-jearim to 
the place which David had prepared 
for it; for he had pitobed a teDt for 
it at Jerusalem. 

5 Moreover the brazen altar, that 
ItezAleel the ion of Uri, the son of 


| Hur, had made, he put before th< 
tabernacle of the Lord : and Sol / 
mon and the congregation sough' 
unto it. 

6 And Solomon went up thither to 
the brazen altar before the Lord, 
which was at the tabernacle of th" 
congregation, and offered a thousand 
burnt offerings upon it. 

7 In that night did God appeal 
unto Solomon, and said unto diui, 
Ask wbat I shall give thee. 

8 And Solomon said nnto God, 
Thou hast showed great mercy uni<- 
David my father, and hast made ou> 
to reign in his stead. 

9 Now, 0 Lord God, let thy promise 
unto David my father bo established ; 
for thou host made me king over a 
pcoplo like the dost of the earth in 
multitude. 

10 Give me now wisdom and 
knowledge, that I may go ont and 
come in before this people; lor who 
can judge this thy people, that is so 
great ? 

11 And God said to Solomon, Fo 






CHAPTER IL 


cause tills was iu thine hoart, and 
thou hast not asked riches, wealth, 
or honour, nor tho life of tbino ene¬ 
mies, noithcr yet hast asked long 
life; but bast asked wisdom and 
knowledge for thyself, that thou 
mayest judge my people, over whom 
I have made thee king; 

12 Wisdom and knowledge is grant¬ 
ed unto thoo; and I will give thee 
riches, and wealth, and honour, such 
as none of tho kings have had that 
have boon before thee, neither shall 
there any after thee havo the like. 

Id Then Solomon came from his 
journoy to the high place that was at 
Gibcon to Jerusalem, from before the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
reigned over Israel. 

14 And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen; and he bad a thou¬ 
sand and four hundred chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen, whioh he 
placed in the chariot oitios, and with 
tho king at Jerusalem. 

15 And the king made silver and 
gold at Jerusalem as plontcous as 
fltoues, and cedar trees made he as 
the syoainoro treos that are in tho 
valo for abundanoe. 

10 And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yarn; the 
king’s merchants received the linen 
yarn at a price. 

17 And tney fetohed up, and brought 
forth out of Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred shekels of silver, and a 
horse for a hundred and fifty ; and 
so brought they out horses for all tho 
kings of tho Uittitcs, and for tho 
kings of Syria, by their moans. 

CHAPTER II. 

Preparation for building the temple. 

ND Solomon determined to build 
a house for the name of tho 
Lord, and a house for his kingdom. 

2 And Solomon told out threo-sooro 
and ton thousand men to bear bur¬ 
dens, and four-score thousand to hew 
(n the mountain, and throo thousand 
and six hundred to overseo them. 

3 And Solomon sent to Hurarn the 
king of Tyre, saying, As thou didst 
deal with David my father, and didst 
send him cedars to build him a houso 
to dwell therein, therefore, even so 
doal with mo. 

4 Dehold, I build a houso to the 
name of the Lord my God, to dodi- 
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oate it to him, and to burn before 
him sweet incense, and for the oon- 
tinual ehowhread, and for the burnt 
offerings morning and evening, on 
the sabbaths, and on the new moons, 
and on the solemn feasts of the Lord 
our God. And this ordinanoe shall 
be kept in Israel for ever. 

5 And the house which I huild shall 
be a great house; for great is the 
Lord our God abovo all gods. 

6 But who is able to build him a 
houso, seeing the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain him ? who 
am I then, that I should build him a 
house, save only to burn sacrifice be¬ 
fore him ? 

7 Send me now therefore a man 
cunning to work in gold, and in sil¬ 
ver, and in brass, and in iron, and 
in purple, and orimson, and blue, 
and that have skill to grave with the 
cunning men that are with me in Ju¬ 
dah and in Jerusalem, whom Darid 
my father did provide. 

8 Send mo also cedar trees, fir 
trees, and algum trees, out of Leba¬ 
non; for I know that thy servants 
have skill to cut timber in Lebanon; 
and, behold, I will send my servants 
with thy servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timher in 
abundance; lor the house whioh 1 
am about to build shall be wonderful 
great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy 
servants, the hewers that out timber, 
twenty thousand measuros of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand mea¬ 
sures of barley, and twenty thousand 
baths of wine, and twenty thousand 
baths of oil. 

11 Then ITuram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent 
to Solomon, Because the Lord hath 
loved his people, he hath made thee 
king over them. 

12 Iluram said moreover, Blessod 
be the Lord God of Israel, that 
made heaven and earth, who hath 
givon to David the king a wise son, 
enduod with prudence and under¬ 
standing, that might build a house 
for the Lord, and a house for his 
kingdom. 

13 And now I havo sent a canning 
inan, endued with understanding, or 
Iluram iny father's, 

14 The son of a woman of the 
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daughters of Dan, and his father was 
a man of Tyro, skilful to work in 
gold, and in silver, in brass, in iron, 
in stono, and in timber, in purple, in 
blue, and in fine linen, and in crim¬ 
son ; also to grave any manner of 
graving, and to find out every device 
which shall be put to him, with thy 
cunning men, and with the cunning 
men of my lord David tby father. 

15 Now therefore the wheat, and 
the barley, the oil, and the wine, 
which my lord hath spoken of, let 
him send nnto his servants; 

10 And we will cut wood oat of 
Lebanon, as much as thou shalt need; 
and we will bring it to thee in Boats 
by sea to Joppa; and thou shalt 
oarry it up to Jerusalem. 

17 And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that were in the land of 
Israel, after the numbering wherewith 
David his father had numbered them ; 
and they were found a hundred and 
fifty thousand and three thousand 
and six hundred. 

18 And be set three-score and ten 
thousand of them to be bearers of 
burdens, and four-score thousand to 
be hewers in tho mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred overseers 
to set the people awork. 

CnAPTER HL 

The place, and time of budding (he temple — 
The measure and ornaments of the house. 
HEN Solomon began to build the 
house of the Lord at Jerusalem 
in moont Moriah, where the Lord 
appeared unto David his father, in 
lue place that David had prepared in 
the threshing-floor of Oman the 
Jebusite. 

2 And he began to build in the 
seoond day of the second month, in 
the fourth year of his reign. 

3 Now these are the things wherein 
Bolomon was instructed for the 
building of the house of God. The 
length by cubits after the first measure 
was three-scoro cubits, and the breadth 
twenty oubits. 

4 And tho porob that was in tho 
front of the house, tho length of it 
was according to the breadth of the 
house, twenty cubits, and the height 
was a hundred and twonty; and 
he overlaid it within with pure 
gold. 

6 And the greater house he ceiled 


with fir tree, which he overlaid with 
fine gold, and set thereon palm trees 
and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty; and the 
gold was gold of Parvaim. 

7 He overlaid also the honse, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls 
thereof, and the doors thereof, with 
gold; and graved cherubim on the 
walls. 

S And he mado the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to 
the breadth of the honse, twenty 
cubits, and the breadth thereof 
twenty cubits; and he overlaid it 
with fine gold, amounting to six 
hundred talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails was 
fifty shekels of gold. And he over¬ 
laid the upper chambers with gold. 

10 And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubim of image work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

11 And the wings of the cherubim 
were twenty cubits long; one wing 
of the one cherub was five cubits, 
reaching to the wall of the house ; 
and tho other wing was likewise five 
cubits, reaching to the wing of the 
other oherub. 

12 And one wing of the othercheruli 
was five cubits, reaohing to the wall 
of the house ; and the other wing v-.fts 
five cubits also, joining to the win« 
of the other cherub, 

13 The wings of these cherubim 
spread themselves forth twenty oubil*; 
and they stood on their feet, and 
their faces wore iuward. 

14 And he made the veil of blue, 
and purple, and crimson, and flno 
linen, and wrought ohorubim thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house 
two pillars of thirty and five cubit* 
high, and the obapiter that was on 
the top of eaoh of them was five 
cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in the 
oracle, and put them on the beads of 
the pillars; and made a hundred 
pomegranates, and put them on the 
chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars 
before the temple, one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left; and 
oalled the name of that on the right 
hand J&ehin, and the name of tba* 
on the left Boai. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

The altar—The molten tea—The Iavers, 

candlesticks, tables, courts, and instruments 

of brass and gold. 

OREOVER he made an altar of 
brass, twenty oubite the length 
thereof, and twenty oubits the breadth 
thereof, and ten oubits the height 
thereof. 

2 Also he made a molten sea of ten 
oubits from brim to brim, round in 
compass, and five oubits tbe height 
thereof; and a lino of thirty cubits 
did compass it round about. 

3 And under it was the similitude 
of oxen, which did compass it round 
about; ten in a cubit, compassing the 
sea round about. Two rows of oxen 
were cast, when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twolve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east; and the sea 
was set above upon them, and alt 
tbeir hinder parts woro inward. 

5 And tho thickness of it was a 
hand-breadth, and the brim of it 
liko Lhe work of tho brim of a cup, 
with flowors of lilios; and it received 
and held three thousand baths. 

6 He made also ten Iavers, and put 
five on the right hand, and five on 
the left, to wash in them ; such things 
as they offered for the burnt offering 
they washed in them; but the sea 
was for tbo priests to w&Bb in. 

7 And bo mado ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and sot 
them in the temple, five on tho right 
hand, and five on tbo loft. 

8 He made also ton tables, and 
placed them in the teinplo, five on 
the right side, ami five on tho loft. 
And he made a hundred basius of 
gold. 

9 Furthermore ho mado tho oourt 
of the priests, and tbo great court, 
and doors for tbo court, and overlaid 
the doors of them with brass. 

10 And be set the soa on the right 
side of tbe east end, over against tbe 
south. 

11 And Hurain made tbe pots, and 
tbe shovols, and the basins. And 
Hurain finished tbo work that he was 
to make for kiug Solomon for the 
house of God ; 

12 To wit, tbo two pillars, and the 


pommels, and the ohapiters whloh 
were on the top of the two pillars, 
and tho two wreaths to cover the two 
pommols of the chapiters whioh were 
on the top of tbe pillars; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates 
on the two wreaths; twb rows of 
pomegranates on each wreath, to 
cover the two pommels of tbe chapi¬ 
ters which were upon the pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and Iavers 
mado he upon the bases; 

15 Ono sea, and twelve oxen under 
it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, 
and tho flesh-hooks, and all their 
instruments, did Huram his father 
mako to king Solomon for the house 
of the Lord, of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the olay ground 
between Succoth and Zeredathah. 

16 Thus Solomon made all those 
vessels in groat abundanoe; for the 
weight of the brass oould not be 
found out. 

19 And Solomon made all the 
vessels that were for the house of 
God, the golden altar also, and the 
tabloB whereon the Bhow-bread was 
set; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should bum 
after the manner before the oraole, 
of pure gold; 

21 And tho flowors, and the lamps, 
and the tongs, made he of gold, and 
that perfect gold. 

22 And tho snuffers, and the basins, 
and tho spoons, and the oensers, of 

ure gold; and the entry of the 
ouse, the inner doors thereof for the 
most holy place, and the doors of 
the house of the temple, were of gold. 

CHAPTER V. 

The dedicated treasur es The induction qf 

the ark into the oracle — Ood giveth a sign 

of his favour. 

HUS all the work that Solomon 
made for the house of the Lord 
was finished; and Solomon brought 
in all the things that David his fa- 
thor had dedicated; end the silver, 
and the gold, and all the instruments, 
ut he among the treasures of the 
ouse of God. 

2 Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israol, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the chief of the fathers of 
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the children of Israel, unto Jerusa¬ 
lem, to bring up the ark of the cov¬ 
enant of the Lord out of the city of 
David, which iB Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto the king 
in the feast which was in tho seventh 
month. 

4 And all the elders of Israel came; 
and the Levites took up the ark. 

5 And they brought up the Ark, and 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and all the holy vessels that wore in 
the tabernacle, these did the priests 
and the Levites bring np. 

€ Also king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel that wero as¬ 
sembled unto him before the ark, sac¬ 
rificed sheep and oxen, which could 
not be told nor numbered for multi¬ 
tude. 

7 And the priestB brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord nnto 
his place, to the oracle of the house, 
into the most holy place, even nnder 
the wings of the cherubim ; 

8 For the cherubim spread forth 
their wings over the placo of the ark, 
and the cherubim covered the ark and 
the staves thereof above. 

y And they drew out the Btaves of 
the ark, that the ends of tho staves 
were seen from the ark before the ora¬ 
cle ; but they were not seen without. 
And there it is unto this day. 

10 There was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables which Moses put 
therein at Horeb, when the Lord 
made a covenant with tho children 
of Israel, when they came out of 
Egypt. 

11 And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
plaoe; (for all the priests that were 
prosent were sanctified, and did not 
then wait by course ; 

12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, all of them of Asaph, of He- 
man, of Jeduthun, with their sons 
and their brethren, being arrayed in 
white linen, having cymbals and 
psalteries and harps, stood at the east 
end of the altar, and with them a 
hundred and twenty priests sound¬ 
ing with trumpets;) 

13 It came even to pass, as the 
trumpeters and singers were as one, 
to make one sound to be heard in 
praising and thanking the Lord; and 


when they lifted up their voice with 
the trumpets and cymbals and in¬ 
struments of music, and praised the 
Lord, saying, For he is good ; for his 
mercy endureth for ever; that then 
the house was filled with a cloud, even 
the house of the Lord ; 

14 So that the prieets could not 
stand to minister by reason of tho 
cloud ; for the glory of the Lord ba I 
filled the house of God. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Salomon'» prayer at the dedication of iht 
temple. 

IIEN said Solomon, The Lord 
hath said that he wonld dwell in 
the thick darkness. 

2 But I have built a house of held 
itation for thee, and a place for thy 
dwelling for ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation uf 
Israel; and all the congregation <»f 
Israel stood. 

4 And he said. Blessed be the Lord 
God of Israel, who hath with hit. 
hands fulfilled that which he pj. i W* 
with his mouth to my father David 
saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people out of the land of Egypt i 
chose no city among all the tribe- of 
Israel to build a house in, that my 
name might bo there; neither choir 
I any man to be a ruler over my p<" 
pie Israel; 

6 But I have chosen Jerusul. n. 
that my name might be there, .>n 
have chosen David to be ovei in 
people Israel. 

7 Now it was in the heart of D r i 
my father to build a house for Ho 
name of the Lord God of Israel. 

8 But the Lord said to David m 
father, Forasmuch as it was iu thin 
heart to build a house for my naun 
thou didst well in that it was in Ihin 
heart; 

0 Notwithstanding thou shall n> 
build the honse ; but thy son whic 
shall come forth out of thy loin*, h 
shall build the house for my name. 

10 Tho Lord therefore hath pe 
formed his word that he hath spokei 
for I am risen up in the room of Di 
vid my father, and am set on tl 
throne of Israel, as the Lord proa 
ised, and have built the house tort)' 
name of the Lord God of Israel 
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11 And In it have I put the ark, 
whorein is the covenant of the Lord, 
that he made with the children of 
Israel. 

12 And he stood before the altar of 
the Lord in the presence of all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands; 

13 For Solomon had made a brazen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and five 
oubi’e broad, and threo cubits high, 
and had set it in the midst of the 
court; and upon it he stood, and 
kneeled down upon his knees before 
all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth bis hauds toward heaven, 

14 And said, 0 Lord Qod of Israel, 
there is no Cod like tbee in the 
heaven, nor in the earth; which keep- 
est covenant, and sbowest mercy unto 
thy servants, that walk before thee 
with all their hearts ; 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that which 
thou hast promised him ; and spakest 
with thy mouth, and hast fulfilled it 
with thine band, as it is this day. 

16 Now theroforo, 0 Lord Qod of 
Israel, keep with thy servant David 
my father that which thou hast prom¬ 
ised him, saying, Thoro shall not fail 
thee a man in my sight to sit upon 
the throne of Israel; yet so that thy 
ohildren take heod to their way to 
walk in my law, as thou hast walked 
heforo me. 

17 Now then, 0 Lord Qod of Israel, 
lot tho word be verified, which thou 
hast spokon unto thy servant David. 

18 But will Qod in very deed dwoll 
with mon on tho earth? Behold, 
heaven and tho hooven of heavens 
cannot contain thee; how much loss 
this house which I have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to tho 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup¬ 
plication, 0 Lord my Qod, to hearkon 
unto the cry and tho prayer which 
thy servant praycth before thee; 

20 That thino eyes may be open 
upon this house day and night, upon 
the plaoo whereof thou hast said that 
thou wouldest pat thy name thcro; to 
hearson unto the prayer which thy 
servant prayoth toward this pl&oe. 

21 nenrkon therefore unto the sup¬ 
plications of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, whloh they shall make 
toward this place; hear thou from 


thy dwelling-place, oven from heaven) 
and when thou hearest, forgive. 

22 If a man sin against hii 
neighbour, and an oath be laid up¬ 
on him to make him swear, and the 
oath oome before thine altar in this 
house; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servants, by 
requiting the wicked, by recompens¬ 
ing his way upon his own head ; and 
by justifying the righteous, by giving 
him according to his righteousness. 

24 And if thy people Israel bo 
ut to the worse before the enemy, 
ecauso they have sinned against 

thee; and shall return and confess 
thy name, and pray and make sup¬ 
plication before thee in this house; 

25 TheD hear thou from tho hea¬ 
vens, and forgive the sin of thy 
people Israel, and bring them again 
unto tho land which thou gavest to 
thorn and to their fathers. 

26 Whon tho heaven is shat up, and 
there is no rain, beaanse they have 
sinned against thee; yet if they pray 
toward this place, and confess thy 
name, and tarn from their sin, whon 
thou dost Afflict them; 

27 Then hear thou from hoaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy servants, 
and of thy people Israel, when thou 
hast taught thorn the good way, 
wherein they should walk; and send 
rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
givon unto thy poople for an inherit¬ 
ance. 

28 If there be dearth in the land, 
if there be pestilence, if there be 
blasting or mildew, locusts or oater- 

; if their enemies besiege them 
citios of their land; whatso¬ 
ever sore, or whatsoever sickness 
thoro be; 

29 Then what prayer or what sup¬ 
plication soever shall be made of any 
tnau, or of all thy people Israel, when 
every ono shall know his own sore 
and his own grief, and shall spread 
forth his hands in this house; 

30 Then hoar thou from heaven thy 
dwclling-placo, and forgive, and ren- 
dor unto every man aooording unto 
all his ways, whose heart thou know- 
est; (for thou only knoweat the hearts 
of tho children of men;) 

31 That they may fear thee, to walk 
In thy ways, so long as they live la 


pillars 
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the land which thou gavest onto oar I 
fathers. 1 

32 Moreover concerning the stran¬ 
ger, which iB not of thy people Israel, 
bat is oomo from a far country for 
thy great name's sake, and thy 
mighty hand, and thy stretched-out 
arm ; if they come aud pray in thiB 
house; 

33 Thon hear thou from the heaven?, 
even from thy dwelling-place, and do 
according to all that the stranger call- 
eth to thee for ; that all people of the 
earth may know thy name, and fear 
thee, as doth tby people Israel, and 
may know that this house which I 
have built iB called by thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war 
against their enemies hy the way 
that thou shalt send them, and they 
pray unto thee toward this city which 
thou hast chosen, and the house 
which I have built for thy name; 

35 Then bear thou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, 
and maintain their cause.' 

36 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man which sinneth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them over before their ene¬ 
mies, and they carry them away cap¬ 
tives unto a land far off or near; 

37 Yet if they hothink themselves 
in the land whither they are oarried 
eaptive, and turn and pray unto thee 
in the land of their captivity, saying, 
We have sinned, we have done amiss, 
and havo dealt wickedly; 

38 If they return to thee with all 
their heart and with all their soul in 
the land of their captivity, whither 
they have carried them captives, and 
pray toward their land, whioh thou 
gaveBt unto their fathers, and toward 
the city whioh thou hast ohosen, and 
toward the house whioh I have built 
for thy name; 

39 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling-place, their 
prayer and their supplications, and 
maintain their cause, and forgive thy 
people whioh have sinned against 
thee. 

40 Now, my God, lot, I beseech 
thee, thine eyes be open, and let 
thine ears be attent unto tho prayer 
that is made In this place. 

41 Now thorefore arise, 0 Lord God, 
Into thy resting-plaoe, thou, and the 


ark of thy strength; let thy priests, 
0 Lord God, be clothed with salva¬ 
tion, and let thy saints rejoice in 
goodness. 

42 0 Lord God, turn not away the 
face of thiDe anointed; rememher 
the meroies of David thy servant. 

CHAPTER TIL 

The people worship God — Salomon's taorifUm 
—Solomon diemisseth the people—God gw- 
elh him promisee upon condition. 

OW when Solomon had made &u 
end of praying, the fire came 
down from heaven, and conraned 
the burnt offering and the sacrifices; 
and the glory of the Lord filled thn 
house. 

2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the Lord, because 
the glory of the Lord had filled the 
Lord’s house. 

3 And when all the children of Is¬ 
rael saw how the fire came down, 
and the glory of the Lord upon th» 
house, they bowed themselves wi'h 
their faces to the ground upon O,o 
pavement, and worshipped, aid 
praised the Lord, saying, For he if 
good; for his mercy endureth for ever. 

4 Then the king and all the people 
offered sacrifices hefore the Lord. 

5 And king Solomon offered a aarri 
fice of twenty and two thousand oxen, 
and a hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep. So the king and all the pro 
pie dedicated the house of God. 

6 And the priests watted on thrir 
offices ; the Levites also with instm 
ments of musio of the Lord, wki h 
David the king had made to prai " 
the Lord, hccause his mercy endur< M 
for ever, when David praised by thi-ir 
ministry; and the priests soun'!“d 
trumpets before them, and all I?ro- 1 
stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the oourt that was bef r> 
the house of the Lord; for there Lf' 
offered hurnt offerings, and the In' 
of the peace offerings, heeause tin 
brazen altar which Solomon l>nd 
made was not able to receive tin- 
burnt offerings, and the meat oP"i 
ings, and the fat. 

8 Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and nH 
Israel with him, a very great oongre 
gation, from the entering in of 11 
math unto the river of Egypt. 




CHAPTER VIII. 


0 And in the eighth day they made 
a solemn assembly; for they kept 
the dedication of the altar seven days, 
aod the feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he Bent the 
people away into their tentB, glad 
and merry in heart for the goodness 
that the Lord hath showed unto Da¬ 
vid, and to Solomon, and to Israel 
his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lord, and the king’s house; 
and oil that came into Solomon's 
heart lo make in the house of the 
Lord, and in his own house, he pros¬ 
perously effected. 

12 And the Lord appeared to Solo¬ 
mon by night, and said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer, and have 
chosen this place to myself for a 
house of sacrifioe. 

13 If I shut up heaven that there 
be no rain, or if I command the lo¬ 
custs to devour the land, or if I send 
pestileuco among my people; 

II If my people which are called 
by my name, shall humble them¬ 
selves, and pray, and scok my face, 
and turn from their wicked ways; 
then will l hoar from heaven, and 
will forgive thoir sin, and will heal 
their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, 
and ruiuo ears attont unto the prayer 
that is made in this place. 

III For now have I ohoson and sanc¬ 
tified this house, that my name may 
bo there for over ; and mine eyes and 
mine heart shall be thero perpotnally. 

17 And as for thoe, if tnou wilt 
walk before me, as David thy father 
wulkod, and do aooording to all that 
I have oommandod thee, and shalt 
obiorvo my statutes and my judg¬ 
ments ; 

18 Thon will I stablish the throne 
of thy kingdom, according as I have 
ocvenantod with David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thoe a 
man to be rutor in Israel. 

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake 
my statutes and my oommandments, 
whioh I havo set beforo you, and 
shall go and servo other gods, and 
worship thorn, 

20 Then will I pluck them up by 
the roots out of my land whioh I nave 
givon them; and this house, which I

have sanctified for my name, will 1 
cast out of my sight, and will make 
it to be a proverb and a byword among 
all nations. 

21 And this house, whioh is high, 
Bhall be an astonishment to every one 
that pas6oth by it; so that he shall 
say, Why hath the Lord done thus 
unto this land, and unto this house? 

22 And it shall be answered, Be¬ 
cause they forsook the Lord God of 
their fathers, which brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
laid hold on other gods, and wor¬ 
shipped them, and served them; 
therefore hath he brought evil apon 
them. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Solatium'» buildings — The OentHes made 
tributaries, but the Israelites rulers — Solo¬ 
mon's sacrifices—He appmnteth priests and 
Levitts—Ovid from Ophir. 

ND it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherein Solomon 
had built the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, 

2 That the cities whioh Huram had 
restored to Solomon, Solomon bnilt 
them, and caused the children of Is* 
rael to dwell thero. 

3 And Solomon went to Hamath- 
zobah, and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tadmor in the wil¬ 
derness, and all the store oities, whioh 
he built in Iiamath. 

5 Also he built Beth-horon the 
upper, and Beth-horon the nether, 
fenood oities, with walls, gates, and 
bars; 

6 And Baalath, and all the store 
oities that Solomon had, and all the 
ohariot oities, and the oities of the 
horsemen, and all that Solomon de¬ 
sired to build in Jerusalem, and in 
Lebanon, and throughout all the land 
of his dominion. 

7 As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, 
and tho Jebusites, whioh were not of 
Israel, 

8 But of their ohildren, who were 
left after them in the land, whom the 
ohildron of Israel oonsumed not, them 
did Solomon make to pay tribute 
until this day. 

6 But of the ohildren of Israel did 
Solomon make no servants for his 
work; but they were men of war, and 
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ohief of bis captains, and captains of 
his chariots and horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s officers, even two hundred 
and fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

11 And Solomon brought np the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city 
of David unto the house that he had 
huilt for her; for he said, My wife 
shall not dwell in the house of David 
king of Israel, because the places are 
holy, whereunto the ark of the Lord 
hath come. 

12 Then Solomon offered burnt offer¬ 
ings unto the Lord on the altar of 
the Lord, which he had built before 
the porch, 

13 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com¬ 
mandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, 
and on the new moons, and on the 
solemn feasts, three times in the year, 
even in the feast of unleavened bread, 
end in the feast of weeks, and in tho 
feast of tabernacles. 

14 And he appointed, according to 
the order of David his father, the 
courses of the priests to their service, 
and the Levites to their charges, to 
praise and minister before the priests, 
as the duty of every day required; 
the porters also by their courses at 
every gate; for so had David the 
man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levites concerning any 
matter, or concerning tho treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon 
was prepared unto the day of the 
foundation of the house of tho Lord, 
and until it was finished. So the 
house of the Lord was perfected. 

17 Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
gebor, and to Eloth, at the sea side in 
the land of Edoin. 

18 And lluram sent him, by tho 
hands of his servants, ships, and 
servants that had knowledge of tho 
sea; and they went with the servants 
of Solomon to Ophir, and took thcnco 
four hundred and fifty talents of gold, 
and brought them to king Solomon. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The queen gf Sheba — Solomon's gold, target*, 
throne of ivory, vessels, presents, chariots, 
tributes, reign and death. 

ND whon the queon of Shoba 
heard of the fame of Solomon, 


sho came to prove Solomon with hard 
questions at Jerusalem, with a very 
great company, and camels that hare 
spice9, and gold in abundance, aud 
precious stones; and when she waa 
come to Solomon, she communed with 
him of all that was in her heart. 

2 And Solomon told her all her 
questions; and there was nothing hid 
from Solomon which he told her no' 

3 And when the queen of Sheba hsd 
seen the wisdom of Solomon, and tho 
house that he had built, 

4 And the meat of his table, ai. I 
the sitting of his servants, and th^ 
attendance of his ministers, &<>.> 
their apparel; hi9 cupbearers ah ■. 
and their apparel; and his ascent l»\ 
which he went up into the house oi 
the Lord; there was no more spirit io 
her. 

5 And Bhe said to the king, It wa« n 
truo report which I heard in mi nr 
own land of thine acta, and of thy 
wisdom; 

6 Ilowbeit I believed not their 
words, until I came, and mine r> • 
had seen it; and, behold, the one 
half of the greatness of thy wisdom 
was not told me; for thou eiceedesl 
the fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happ* 
are these thy servants, which sinnJ 
continually before thee, and hear thy 
wisdom. 

9 Blessed be the Lord thy UuJ. 
which delighted in thee to set thee un 
his throne, to be king for the Lord 
thy God; because thy God love*! 
Israel, to establish them for owi, 
therefore made he thee king over 
them, to do judgment and justice. 

9 And she gave the king a hun 
dred and twenty talents of gold, no I 
of spices great abundanoe, and pra 
cious stones; neither was there anj 
such epico as the queen of Shell* 
gave king Solomon. 

10 And the servants also of Hurem 
and the servants of Solomon, whirl 
brought gold from Opbir, brough 
algum trees and precious stones. 

11 And the king made of the atguu 
trees terraces to the house of lh 
Lord, and to the king’s pal&oe, no* 
harps and psalteries for singers; ao> 
Ihore were none suoh seen before I 
tho land of Jndah. 

12 And king Solomon gave to (hr 
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queen of Sheba all her desire, what¬ 
soever Bho asked, besides that which 
she had brought unto the king. So 
she turned, and went away to her 
own lond, she and her servants. 

13 Now tho weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was six 
hundred and threo-scoro and six 
talents of gold; 

14 Besides that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all tho 
kingj of Arabia and governors of the 
country brought gold and silver to 
Solomon. 

15 And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold; six 
hundred shekels of beaten gold went 
to one target. 

16 And threo hundred shields made 
he of beaten gold ? three hundred 
shekels of gold went to one shield. 
And the king put them in tho house 
of tho forest of Lebanon. 

17 Moreover the king mado a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
pure gold. 

18 And there were six steps to tho 
I lironc, with a footstool of gold, which 
were fastened to the throne, and stays 
on each side of the sitting-place, and 
two lions standing by the stays; 

19 And twelve lions stood tbero on 
the nno side and on the othor upon 
the six stops. Thoro was not tho 
like made in any kingdom. 

'20 And all tho drinking vessels of 
king .Solomon wero of God, and all 
the vessels of the house of tho forest 
of Lebanon were of pure gold ; none 
wero of silver; it was not any thing 
accounted of iu the days of Solomon. 

21 For tho king’s ships wont to 
TnrBhish with tho sorvants of Hu- 
nvm; every throe years onoe came 
the ships of TarBhish bringing gold, 
and silver, ivory, and apes, and pea¬ 
cocks. 

22 And king Solomon passed all 
tho kings of the earth in rioheB and 
wisdom. 

23 And all tho kings of tho earth 
Bought the presence of Solomon, to 
hear his wisdom, that God had put 
in his heart. 

24 And they brought every man 
his prosent, vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and raiment, barnoss, 
and spices, horses, and mules, a rate 
year by year. 


25 And Solomon had four thousand 
stalls for horses and chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen; whom he 
bestowed in the chariot tities, and 
with the king at Jerusalem. 

20 And he reigned over all the 
kings from the river even ante the 
land of the Philistines, and to the 
border of Egypt. 

27 Aod the king made silver in 
Jerusalem as stones, and cedar trees 
made he as the sycamore treeB that 
are in the low plains in abundance. 

28 And they Drought unto Solomon 
horses out of Egypt, and out of all 
lands. 

29 Now the rest of the acts of Solo¬ 
mon, first and last, are they not writ¬ 
ten in the book of Nathan the pro¬ 
phet, and in the propbcoy of Ahijah 
the Shilonito, and in the visions of 
Iddo the seer against Jeroboam the 
son of Ncbat? 

30 And Solomon reigned in Jerusa¬ 
lem over all Israel forty years. 

31 And Solomon slept with his 
fathers, and he was buried in the 
city of David his father; aod Reho- 
boam his son reigned in his stead. 

CIIAPTKR X. 

Revolt of the ten tribes. 

ND Rehobonm went to Sheohem; 
for to Shechem were all Israel 
coino to make him king. 

2 And it name to pass, whon Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebal, who was in 
Egypt whither he had fled from the 
presence of Solomon the king, heard 
it, thAt Jeroboam returned out of 
Egypt. 

3 And they sent and oalled him. 
So Jeroboam and all Israel came and 
spake to Rehoboam, saying, 

4 Thy father mado our yoke grie¬ 
vous ; now therefore ease thou some¬ 
what the grievous servitude of thy 
father, and his heavy yoke that he 
put upon us, and we will serve thee. 

5 And ho Baid unto them, Come 
again unto me after three days. And 
the people departed. 

0 And king Kehohoam took oounoel 
with the old men that had stood be- 
foro Solomon his father while ho yet 
lived, saying, What oonnsel give ye 
me to return answer to this people? 

7 And they spake nnto him, saying, 
If thoa be kind to this people, and 
please them. And speak good words 
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to them, they will be thy Bervants for 
•▼er. 

8 Bui he forsook the counBel which 
the old men gave him, aud took 
counsel with the young men that 
were brought up with him, that stood 
before him. 

9 And he said unto them, What 
advice give ye that we may return 
answer to this people, which have 
spoken to me, saying, Ease some* 
what the yoke that thy father did 
put upon us ? 

10 And the young men that were 
brought up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou answer the 
people that spake unto thee, saying, 
Thy father made our yoke heavy, 
but make thou it somewhat lighter 
for us; thus shalt thou say unto 
them, My little huger shall be thicker 
than my father's loins. 

11 For whereas my father put a 
heavy yoke upon you, I will put more 
to your yoke; my father chastised 
yoa with whips, but I will chastise 
you with scorpions. 

12 So Jeroboam and all the people 
oame to Rehoboam on the third day, 
as the king bade, saying, Come again 
to me on the third day. 

13 And the king answered them 
roughly; and king Rehoboam for¬ 
sook the oounael of the old men, 

14 And answered them after the 
advice of the young men, saying. 
My father made your yoke heavy, 
but I will add thereto; my father 
ohastised you with whips, but 1 will 
chastise you with scorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto 
tho people; for the oause was of 
God, that the Lord might perform 
his word, which ho spako by the 
hand of Ahijah tho Shilonite to Jero¬ 
boam the son of Ncbat. 

16 And when all Israel saw that 
the king would not ho&rkon unto 
them, thepeoplo answered the king, 
Baying, What portion have we in 
David? and we have none inherit¬ 
ance in the son of Jesse; every man 
to your tents, 0 Israel; and now, 
David, soe to thine own house. So 
all Israol went to their tonts. 

17 But as for the ohildren of Israol 
that dwelt in the oities of JudAh, 
Rehoboam roignod over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam Bent *Ha- 


doram that was ov^r the tribnte; and 
the children of Israel stoned him 
with stones, that he died. Bat king 
Rehoboam made speed to get him up 
to his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

19 And Israel rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Rehoboam reproved by Shemaiah — Fit 

strengthened* his kingdom — The priest* 

and L<viies strengthen Ou kingdom oj 

Judah. 

ND when Rehoboam was come 
to Jerusalem, he gathered of th« 
house of Judah and Benjamin a him 
dred and four-score thousand chosen 
men, which were warriors, to fighi 
agaiust Israel, that he might bring 
the kingdom again to Rehoboam. 

2 But the word of the Lord came 
to Shemaiah tho man of God, saying, 

3 Speak unto Rehoboam the sun 
of Solomon, king of Judah, and lu 
all Israel in Judah and Benjamin, 
Saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lord, Te shall 
not go up, uor fight against your 
brethren; return every man to h ; n 
house; for this thing is done of me 
And they obeyed the words of tbe 
Lord, and returned from goingagainsl 
Jeroboam. 

5 And Rehoboam dwelt in Jem 
salem, and built oities for defence In 
Judah. 

0 Ho built even Beth-lehem, aud 
Etam, aud Tekoa, 

7 And Beth-cur, and Shooo, aud 
Adullam, 

8 And Gath, and Msresh&h, aud 
Ziph, 

9 And Adomirn, and Laohish, and 
Azekah, 

10 And Zorah, and Ajalon, and 
Hebron, which are in Judah and In 
Benjamin, fenced eitics. 

11 And he fortified the strong bol ii. 
aud put oaptains in them, and et jtv 
of victuals, and of oil and wine. 

12 And in every several oity he put 
shields and spears, and made them 
exoeeding strong, having Jndah and 
Benjamin on his side. 

13 And the priests and the Levitei 
that were in all Israol resorted to him 
out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Levites left their suburb* 
and their possession, and oame to 
Judah and Jerusalem; for Jorobooa> 




CHAPTER XII. 


and his sons had oast them off from 
executing the priest’s office unto the 
Lord; 

16 And he ordained him priests for 
the high places, and for Ine devils, 
and for tne oalves which he had 

made. 

16 And after them, oat of all the 
tribes of Israel, such as sot their 
hearts to seek the Lord Qod of Israel 
:ame to Jerusalem, to s&orifioe unto 
H.be Lord God of their fathers, 
i 17 So they strengthened the king¬ 
dom of Judah, and made Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon strong, three 
pears; for throe years they walked 
in tho way of David and Solomon. 

IB And Rehobcam took him Ma- 
lialath tho daughter of Jerimoth the 
»on of David to wife, and Abihail 
’.lie daughtor of Eliab the son of 
lease ; 

10 Which bare him children; Jeush, 
iud Shamarinh, and Zaham. 

20 And after her bo took Maachah 
;ho daughter of Ahsalom ; which hare 
jim Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and 
•Iholomith. 

21 And Rehoboam loved Maachah 
he daughter of Absalom abovo all* 
jie wives and his concuhines; (for 
ie took eighteen wiveB, and three- 
loore concuhines ; and begat twenty 
ind eight sons, and throe-score 
laughters.) 

22 And Rehoboam mado Abijah 
ho son of Maachah tho chief, to be 
ml or among his brethren; for he 
hought to inako him king. 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dis- 
>erscd of all his children throughout 
ill tho countries of Judah and Benja- 
uin, unto ovory fenoed city; and he 
javo them victuals in abundance. 
Ani ho desired many wives 

CI1APTKU XII 

Rt-Xnl>oam f/rsaktlh the Lord—The reign 
and death of Rehoboam. 

Nl) it oaino to pass, when Rebo- 
boam had established tho king¬ 
dom, and had strengthened himself, 
ho forsook the law of tho Lord, and 
all Israel with him. 

2 And it came to pass, that in the 
fifth yoar of king Renoboam, Shishak 
king of Egypt oame up against Jeru¬ 
salem, booauso thoy had transgressed 
against the Lord, 

S With twelve hundrod oh ar iota, 
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and three-score thousand horsemen; 
and the people were without number 
that oame with him out of Egypt; 
the Lubim, tho Snkkiim, and the 
Ethiopians. 

4 And he took the fenoed cities 
which pertained to Judah, and oame 
to Jerusalem. 

5 Then came Shcmaiah the prophet 
to Rehohoain, and to the princes of 
Judah, that were gathered together 
to Jerusalem because of Shishak, and 
said unto them, Thus saith the Lord, 
Ye have forsaken me, and therefore 
have I also left you in the hand of 
Shishak. 

6 Whereupon the prinoes of Israel 
and the king humbled themselves; 
and they said, The Lord is righteous. 

7 And when the Lord saw that thoy 
humbled themselves, the word of the 
Lord came to Shemaiah, saying, They 
have huinhled themselves; therefore 
I will not dostroy them, hat I will 
grant them some deliverance; and 
my wrath shall not he poured oat 
upon Jerusalem hy the hand of 
Shishak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall he hir 
sorvants; that they may know my 
sorvice, and the sorvioe of the king¬ 
doms of the countries. 

6 So Shishak king of Egypt oame 
up against Jerusalem, and took away 
the treasures of the house of the 
Lord, and the treaanres of the king's 
house ; he Look all; he carried away 
also the shields of gold which Solo¬ 
mon had made. 

10 Instead of whioh king Rehoboam 
mado shields of brass, and committed 
them to the hands of the ohief of the 
guard, that kept the entrance of the 
king’s house. 

11 And when the king entered into 
tho house of the Lord, the guard 
came and fetohed them, and brought 
thorn again into the guard-ohamhor. 

12 And when he humhled himself, 
the wrath of the Lord turned from 
him, that ho would not destroy him 
altogether ; and also in Jodah things 
went well. 

13 So king RehoboAtn strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned ; 
for Rehoboam was one and forty 
years old when he hegan to reign, 
and he reigned seventeen years in 
Jerusalem, the oity whioh the Lord 
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had choson out o( all tho tribes of 
Israel, to put his name there. And 
his mother’s name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. 

14 And he did evil, because he pre¬ 
pared not his heart to seek the Lord. 

15 Now the aots of Rchoboam, first 
and last, aro they not written in the 
book of Shemaiah the prophet, and 
of Iddo the seer concerning genealo¬ 
gies ? And there were wars between 
Rchoboam and Jeroboam continually. 

16 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the city of 
David; and Abijah his son reigued 
in his stead. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

AlAjah otcrcomrlh Jeroboam.. 

OW in the eighteenth year of 
king Jeroboam began Abijah to 
reign over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jeru¬ 
salem. Ilis mother’s name also was 
Michaiah the daughter of Uriel of 
Gibeah. And there was war between 
Abijah and Joroboam. 

3 And Abijah set tho battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, 
even four hundrod thousand chosen 
men ; Jeroboam also set the battle in 
array against him with eight hundred 
thousand mon, being mighty men of 
valour. 

4 And Abijah stood up upon 
mount Zemaraitn, which is in mount 
Ephraim, and said, Hear me, thou 
Jeroboam, and all Israel: 

5 Ought ye not to know that the 
Lord God of Ieraol gave the kingdom 
over Israel to David for evor, even to 
him and to his sons by a covenant of 
salt? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the eon of Nebat, 
the servant of Solomon the son of 
David, is risen up, and hath robellcd 
against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered onto him 
vain men, the childron of Belial, and 
have strengthened themselves against 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon, when 
Rehoboam wa9 young and tender¬ 
hearted, and could not withstand 
them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand 
the kingdom of the Lord in the hand 
of the sons of David; and yo be a 
great multitude, and there are with 
yon golden oalves, whioh Jeroboam 
made yon for gods 


9 navtj ye not cast out Lhc prh-sii 
of the Lord, the eons of Aaron, uml 
the Levites, and have made vot 
priests after the manner of the natiocf 
of other lands? so that whosoerrr 
cometh to consecrate himself with * 
young bullock and seven rams, th> 
same may be a priest of them Um 
are no gods. 

10 Bat as for us, the Lord is u 
God, and wo have not forsakeD bun 
and the priests, which minister um 
the Lord, are the sons of Aaron, an 
the Levites wait upon their ba8ini-«- 

11 And they burn unto the 1< 
every morning and every ever.',, 
burnt sacrifices and sweet inr. ti¬ 
the show-bread also set they in u .t 
upon the pure table; and the cor. li 
stick of gold with the lamps ther-• 
to burn every evening ; for we kee 
the charge of the Lord our Qn<1 ; i>< 
ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, behold, God himp<li 
with us for our captain, and h 
priests with sounding trumpets 
cry alarm against you. 0 chilli 
of Israel, fight }'e not aguiDf-i > 
Lord God of your fathers; lor 
shall not prosper. 

13 But Jeroboam caused un a, 
bushment to come about behind 1 1> - 
so they were before Judah, an I 1 
ambushmont was behind them 

14 And when Judah looked b*. 
behold, the battle was before nail i 
hind; and they cried unto the 1." 
and the priests sounded with ' 
trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gn> 
shout; and as the men of .la l 
shouted, it oame to pass, tbut >• 
smote Jeroboam and all Israel I 
Abijah and Judah. 

lfl And tho children of Isiml i 
before Judah; and God dob** 
them into their haDd. 

17 And Abijah and his people e 
them with a great slaughter; so t! 
fell down slain of Israel five hand 
thousand ohosen men. 

18 Thus the childron of Israel » 
brought under at that time, and 
children of Judah prevailed, hooi 
they relied upon tho Lord (»o<! 
their fathers. 

19 And Abijah pursued after .1 
boaru, and took oities from 
Beth-ol with the towns th< reel', 
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Joahanah with the towns thereof, 
and Ephraim with the towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jeroboam recovor 
strength again in the days of Ahi- 
jah ; and the Lord struck him, and 
he died. 

21 But Ahijah waxed mighty, 
ami married fourteen wives, and be¬ 
gat twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of Abi- 
juh, and his ways, and his sayings, 
are written in the story of the proph¬ 
et Iddo. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Asa destroytth idolatry, overthroweih ZeraJi, 
and rpoildJ. Uie Ethiopians. 

0 Abijuh slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city 
of David; and Asa his son reigned 
in his stead. In his days the land 
was quiot ton years. 

2 And Asa did that which wus good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his 
God ; 

3 For he took away the altars of 
tho strangogods, and the high places, 
and brake down tho images, and 
cut down the groves ; 

-I And ooiumanded Judah to seek 
the Lord God of their fathers, and 
to do tho law and the command¬ 
ment. 

5 Also ho took awoy out of all the 
citios of Judah tho high places and 
tho images; and tho kingdom wnB 
quiet boforo him. 

6 And ho built fenced oities in Ju¬ 
dah; for tho land had rest, and be 
bad no war in thosoyoars; because 
tho Lord had given him rost. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, 
Let us build theso oities, and make 
about them walls and towers, gates 
and bars, whilo tho land is yet before 
ub ; because wo have sought tho Lord 
our God, we have sought him, and he 
hath given us rest on overy side. So 
they DuiIt and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of mon 
that bare targets and sponrs, out of 
Judah three hundrod thousand ; and 
out of Benjamin, that bare shields 
and drew bows, two hundrod and 
four-score thousand; all thoso wore 
mighty men of valour. 

0 And there eamo out agninst them 
Zerah the Ethiopian with n host of a 
thousand thousand, and throe hun- 
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dred chariots; and oame unto Mare- 
shah. 

10 Then Asa went out against him, 
and they set the battle in array in 
tho valley of Zephathah at Mare- 
shah. 

11 And Asa cried unto the Lord hia 
God, and said, Lord, it is nothing 
with thee to help, whether with 
many, or with them that have no 
power; help us, 0 Lord our God; 
for wc rest on thoe, and in thy name 
wo go against this multitude. 0 
Lord, thou art our God; let not man 
prevail against thee. 

12 So the Lord smote the Ethio¬ 
pians before Asa, and before Judah ; 
and the Ethiopians fled. 

13 And Asa and the people that 
were with him pursued them unto 
Gerar; and the Ethiopians were 
overthrown, that they could not re¬ 
covor themselves; for they were de¬ 
stroyed before the Lord, and before 
his host; and they aarried away very 
much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the oities 
round about Qerar; for the fear of 
the Lord came upon them; and they 
spoiled all tho oities; for there was 
exceeding muoh spoil in them. 

15 They smote also the tents of 
cattle, and carried away sheep and 
camels in abundance, and returned to 
Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Asa, with Judah , makelh a covenant with 
God, and a\joyeth a long peace. 

ND tho Spirit of God came upon 
Aznriah the son of Odod; 

2 And ho went out to meet Asa, 
and said unto him, Hear ye mo, ABa, 
and all Judah and Benjamin ; The 
Lord is with you, while yo be with 
him; and if ye seek him, he will he 
found of you; but if yc forsake him, 
ho will forsake you. 

3 Now for a long season Israel hath 
been without tho true God, and with- 
outa teaching priest,and without law. 

4 But whon they in thoir troublo 
did turn unto the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, and sought him, ho was found 
of them. 

5 And in those times there was no 
once to him that went out, nor to 
im that oame in, but great vexa¬ 
tions were upon all the inhabitanU 
of tho countries. 
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H Ana onion was destroyed of na¬ 
tion, and oity of oity; for God did 
vex them with all adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and lot 
not your hands he weak; for your 
work Bhall be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the proph¬ 
et, he took courage, and put away 
the abominable idols out of all the 
land of Judah and Benjamin, and 
ont of the oities which he had taken 
from mount Ephraim, and renewed 
the altar of the Lord, that was before 
the porch of the Lord. 

9 And he gathered all Judah aDd 
Benjamin, and the strangers with 
them out of Ephraim and Manasseh, 
and out of Simeon; for they fell to 
him out of Israel in abundance, when 
they saw that the Lord his God was 
with him. 

10 So they gathored themselves to¬ 
gether at Jerusalem in the third 
month, in the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Asa. 

11 And they offered unto the Lord 
the same time, of the spoil which 
they had brought, seven hundred 
oxen and seven thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered into a cov¬ 
enant to seek the Lord God of their 
fathers with all their heart and with 
all their soul; 

13 That whosoever wonld not seek 
tho Lord God of Israel should be put 
to death, whether small or great, 
whether man or woman. 

14 And they sware unto the Lord 
with a load voioe, and with shout¬ 
ing, and with trumpets, and with 
cornets. 

15 And all Judah rejoiced at the 
oath; for they had sworn with all 
their heart, and sought him with 
their whole desire; and he was 
found of them; and the Lord gave 
them rest round about. 

16 And also concerning Maaohah 
the mother of Asa the king, he re¬ 
moved her from being queen, beoause 
she had made an idol in a grove; aud 
Asa cut down her idol, and stamped 
it, and burnt it at the brook Ridron. 

17 Bat the high places were not 
taken away out of Israel; neverthe¬ 
less the heart of Asa was perfeot all 
his days. 

18 And he brought into the house 


of God the things that his father 
had dedicated, and that he himself 
had dedicated, silver, and gold, and 
vcBBels. 

19 And there was no more war unto 
the five and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa. 

CHAPTER XVL 

Ata pvtteth Hanam tn prison — Jn <iii 

tast he leeJcetA not to Gcd, but to the yAy 
siciant. 

I N the six and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa, Boasha king of Is¬ 
rael came up against Judah, and 
built Ramah, to the intent that he 
might let none go out or come in to 
A9a king of Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver and 
gold out of the treasures of the house 
, of the Lord and of the king’s house, 
and sent to Bcn-hadad king of Syria, 
i that dwelt in Damascus, saying, 

3 There is a league between me and 
Lthee, ft9 there was between my father 
and thy father; behold, I have sent 
thee silver and gold; go, break thj 
league with Baasha king of Israel, 
that he may depart from me. 

4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of 
his armies against the oities of It 
rael; and they smote Ijon, and Dun, 
and Abel-maim, and all the store 
cities of Naphtali. 

5 And it came to pajas, when Baa^bt 
heard it, that he left off building ol 
Ramah, and let his work ce&se. 

6 Then Asa the king took all Judab 
and they carried away the stone* of 
Ramah. and the timber thereof, wheru 
with Baasha was building; and h< 
built therewith Geba aud Mitpah. 

7 And at that time Hanani the »t*in 
came to Asa king of Judah, and smit 1 
unto him, Because thou hast rc<ior 
on the king of Syria, and not reliec< 
on the Lord thy God, therefore ii tb*. 
host of the king of Syria esoaped ou 
of thine hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians and tli 
Lubirn a huge host, with very man; 
ohariots and horsemen ? yet, bccous 
thou didst rely on the Lord, he de 
livered them into thine hand. 

9 For tho eyes of the Lord run t 
aud fro throughout the whole eartl 
to show himself strong in the behal 
of them whose heart is perfeot to war i 
him. Herein tbou hast done foolish!) 1 
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therefore from henceforth thou Bhalt 
have wars. 

10 Then Asa was wroth with the 
seer, and put him in a prison house; 
for ho was in a rage with him be¬ 
cause of this thing. And Asa op¬ 
pressed some of the people the same 
*imo. 

11 And, behold, the aots of Asa first 
and last, )o, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Judah and Is* 
rael. 

12 And Asa in tho thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his 
feet, until his disease was exceeding 
great; yet in his disease ho sought 
not to tho Lore 1 , but to the physi¬ 
cians. 

13 And Asa slopt wilh bis fathers, 
and died in tho one and fortieth year 
of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own 
ccpulohree, which he had made for 
himself in the oity of David, and laid 
him in the hed which was filled with 
sweet odours and divers kinds of 
spices prepared by the apothecaries’ 
art; and thoy made a very great 
burning for him. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Jehoshaphat prospereth — Hr smdtlh Levitt* 
with the prince* to teach Judah — His ene¬ 
mies temflrd by God — His greatness. 

ND Jehoshaphat his son reigned 
in his stead, and strengthened 
himself against Israel. 

2 And he placed forces in all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and Bet garri¬ 
sons in the tand of Judah, and in the 
oitios of Ephraim, which Asa his 
father had taken. 

3 And the Lord was with Jehosha¬ 
phat, because he walked in the first 
ways of his father David, and sought 
not unto Baalim ; 

4 But sought to the Lord God of 
his fathor, and walked in his oom- 
mandmonts, and not aftor tho doings 
of Israel. 

b Therefore the Lord etablishod tho 
kingdom in his hand; and all Judah 
hrought to Jehosanhat presents; and 
ho had riches and honour in abun¬ 
dance. 

6 And his heart was lifted up in the 
ways of the Lord ; moreover ne took 
away tho high places and groves out 
of Judah. 

7 Also in the third yearof his reign he 
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sent to his princes, oven to Ben-hail, 
and to Obadiah, and to Zeohariah, and 
to Nethancel, and to Miohaiah, to 
tcaoh in tbo cities of Judah. 

8 Aod with them ho sent Levltes, 
even Shcmaiab, and Nethaniah, and 
Zcbadiah, and Asahcl, and Shemira- 
moth, and Jchon&than, and Adoni- 
jah, and Tobijah, and Tob-adonijah, 
Levites; and with them Elishama 
and Jehoram, priests. 

9 And they taught in Judah, and 
bad tho book of the law of tho Lord 
with thorn, and wont about through¬ 
out all the cities of Judah, and taaght 
the people. 

10 And the fear of the Lord foil 
upon all the kingdoms of tho lands 
that were round ahout Judah, so that 
they made no war against Jehosha¬ 
phat. 

11 Also some of the Philistines 
brought Jehoshaphat presents, and 
tribute silver; and tne Arahians 
brought him docks, seven thousand 
and seven hundred rams, and seTen 
thousand and seven hundred he goats. 

12 And Jehoshaphat waxed great 
exceedingly; and he huilt in Judah 
CASllcs, and cities of store. 

13 And he had muoh business In 
the cities of Judah; and the men of 
war, mighty men of valour, were in 
Jerusalem. 

14 And those are the numbers of 
them according to the house of their 
fathors; Of Judah, the captains of 
thousands; Adnah the chief, and with 
him mighty men of valour three hun¬ 
dred thousand. 

15 And next to him was Jehohanan 
the captain, and with him two hun¬ 
dred and fonr-sooro thousand. 

16 And next him was Amasiah the 
son of Zichri, who willingly offered 
himself unto the Lord; and wilh him 
two hundred thousand mighty men 
of valonr. 

17 And of Benjamin; Eliada a 
mighty man of valour, and with him 
armed men with how and shield two 
hundred thousand. 

18 And next him was Jehosnbad, 
and with him a hundred and four- 
sooro thousand ready prepared for 
the war. 

19 These waited on the king, be¬ 
sides those whom the king put in the 
fouood oities throughout all Judah. 
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niArTEn xviii. 

JthnshaphaL jnintth i oilh Ahab against Ra- 
moth-giUnd — A hah slain there. 

QW Jehoshaphat had riches and 
honour in abundance, and joined 
affinity with Ahab. 

2 And after certain years he went 
down to Ahab to Samaria. And 
Ahab killed shcop and oxen for him 
in abundance, and for the people 
that he had with him, and persuaded 
him to go up with him to Ramoth- 
gilead. 

3 And Ahab king of Israel said 
unto Jehoshaphat king of Judah, 
Wilt thou go with me to Ramoth- 
gilead ? And he answered him, I 
am as thou art, and my people as 
thy people; and we will be with thee 
in the war. 

4 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to-day. 

5 Therefore the king of Israel ga¬ 
thered together of prophets four hun¬ 
dred meD, and said unto them. Shall 
we go to Ramoth-gilead to battle, or 
shall I forbear? And they said, Go 
up; for God will deliver it into the 
king’s band. 

6 But Jehoshaphat Baid, Is there 
not here a propnet of the Lord, be¬ 
sides, that we might inquire of 
him ? 

7 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
hy whom we may inquire of tho 
Lord; but I hato him; for ho never 
prophesied good unto me, but always 
evil; the Barae is Micaiah the son of 
Imla. And Jehoshaphat said, Let 
not the king say so. 

8 And the king of Israel called for 
one of his officers, and said, Fetch 
quickly Micaiah tho son of Imla. 

9 And the king of Israel and Jo- 
hothaphat king of Judah sat either 
of them on his throne, clothed in 
their robes, and they sat in a void 
place at the entering in of the gale 
of Samaria; and all the prophets 
prophesied before them. 

10 And Zcdekiah the son of Cbc- 
naanah had made him horns of iron, 
and said, Thus saith the Lord, With 
these thou abalt push Syria until 
they he oonsumed. 

11 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying, Go up to Ramotb-gilead, 


and prosper; for the Lord shall 
deliver it into the hand of the 
king. 

12 And the messenger that went to 
call Micaiah spake to him, saying, 
Behold, the words of the prophets 
declare good to the king with one 
assent; let thy word therefore, I pray 
thee, be like one of theirs, and Bpeak 
thou good. 

13 And Micaiah said, As the Lord 
liveth, even what my God saith, that 
will I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the 
king, the king said unto him, Mi¬ 
caiah, shall we go to Ramoth-gilead 
to battle, or shall I forbear? And he 
said, Go ye up, and prosper, and 
they shall be delivered into your 
hand. 

15 And the king said to him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou say nothing but the troth to me 
in the name of the Lord ? 

16 Then ho said, I did see all Israel 
scattered upon the mountains, us 
sheep that have no shepherd; and 
the Lord said, These have no master; 
let them return therefore every man 
to his house in peace. 

17 And the king of Israel said lo 
Jehoshaphat, Did I not tell thee that 
he would not prophesy good unfo 
me, bnt evil ? 

18 Again he said, Therefore heo'- 
the word of the Lord; I saw tho 
Lord sitting upon his throne, and 
all the host of heaven standing on 
his right hand and on his left. 

19 And the Lord said. Who shall 
entice Ahab king of Israel, that ho 
may go up and fall at Ramoth-gil 
ead? Ana ono spake saying alter 
this manner, and another saying 
after that manner. 

20 Then there came out a lying 
spirit, and stood before them, and 
said, I will entice him. And the 
Lord said unto him, Wherewith? 

21 And he said, I will go out, >n l 
he a lying spirit in the mouth of a.l 
his prophets. And the Lord said, 
Thou shalt cntico him, and thou sbalt 
also prevail; go out, and do even so; 
for all these have sinned against 
me. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath found a lying spirit iu the 
mouth of these tby prophets, and 
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the Lord bath spoken evil against 
thee. 

23 Then Zedeki&h the son of Che- 
naanah oamo near, and Bmote Mi- 
oaiah npon the cheek, and said, 
Which way wcDt tho Spirit of the 
Lord from me to speak unto thee? 

21 And Micaiab said, Behold, thou 
shall see on that day whon thou 
shalt go info an inner chamber to 
hide thyself. 

25 Then tho king of Israel said, 
Take ye Micaiah, and carry him back 
to Amon the governor of tho city, 
and lo Jonsh Lhe king’s son; 

20 And say, Thus saith the king, 
Put this fellow in the prison, and 
feed him with bread of affliotion and 
with water of affliction, until I return 
in pcaac. 

27 And Micaiah said, If Lhou cer¬ 
tainly return in peace, then hath not 
(.he Lord spoken by inc. And he 
said, Hearken, all yo people. 

28 So tho king of Israel and Jo- 
hoshaphftl the king of Judah went 
up to Kainoth-gilcad. 

20 And the king of Israel said unto 
Johoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and will go to the battle; but put 
thou on thy robes. So tho king of 
Israel disguieod himself; and they 
went to the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com¬ 
manded the captains of the chariots 
that wero with him, saying, Fight 
ye not with small or groat, save only 
with tho king of Israel. 

31 And it cnino to pass, when the 
captains of tho chariots Baw Jchosh- 
apnat, that tlioy said, It is the king 
ol Israel. Therefore they compassed 
about him to fight; hut Johoshaphat 
oriod out, and tho Lord helped him ; 
and Qod moved thorn to depart from 
him. 

32 For it came to pass, that, whon 
tho captains of tho chariots percoivcd 
that it was not the kiDg of Israol, they 
turnod back again from pursuing him. 

33 And a corlain man drew a bow 
at a venture, and smote the king of 
Israel between tbe joints of tho har¬ 
ness; therefore be said to his chariot 
man, Turn thine baud, that thou 
mayost carry me out of the host; for 
I am woundod. 

34 And tho hatllo increased that 
day; hewbeit the kiDg of Israel 
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stayed himself up Id his eharlot 
against the Syrians until the even; 
and about tho time of the sun going 
down he died. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Jehoshaphai reproved by Jehu—His instruc¬ 
tions to lhe judges, priests, and Leriles. 
ND Johoshaphat the king of Ju¬ 
dah returned to his house iu 
peace lo Jerusalem. 

2 And Jehu the son of Hanani the 
seer went out to meet him, And said 
to king Jchoehaphat, Shouldest lhou 
help the ungodly, and love them that 
bate the Lord ? therefore is wrath 
upon thee from before the Lord. 

3 Nevertheless, there are good 
things found iu thee, in that thou 
hast taken away the groves out of 
tbo land, and hast prepared thine 
heRrt to seek God. 

4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jeru¬ 
salem ; and be went out again 
through the poople from Beer-sheba 
to mount Ephraim, and brought 
them back unto the Lord God of 
their fathers. 

5 And he set judges in tho land 
throughout all the fenced cities of 
Judah, city by city, 

6 And said to the judges, Take 
heed what ye do; for ye judge not 
for man, but for the Lord, who is 
with you in the judgment. 

7 Wherefore now let the fear of the 
Lord he upon you; take heed and do 
it; for there is no iniquity with the 
Lord our God, nor respect of persons, 
nor taking of gifts. 

8 Moreover in Jerusalem did Jo¬ 
hoshaphat set of the Levites, and 
of the priests, and of tbo chief of tho 
falhors of Israel, for the judgment of 
tho Lord, and for controversies, whon 
they returned to Jerusalem, 

0 And ho oharged them, saying, 
Thus shall vc do iu the fear of tho 
Lord, faithfully, and with a perfect 
heart. 

10 And what cause soever shall 
oome to you of yonr brethren that 
dwell in their oities, between blood 
and blood, botwocn law and oom- 
mandinent, statutes and judgments, 
yo shall oven warn them that they 
trespass not against the Lord, and 
so wrath oome upon you, and upon 
your brethren; this do, and ye shall 
nol trespass. 
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11 And, behold, Amariah the chief 

{ driest ia over you in all matters of 
he Lord; and Zebadiah the son of 
Ishmael, the ruler of the house of Ju¬ 
dah, for all the king's matters; also 
the Lcvites Bhall bo officers hefore 
you. Deal courageously, and the 
Lord shall be with the good. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Jehothaphai proclaimeth a fast—Bis prayer 
— The. prophecy qf Jaharitl — Jehoshaphat't 
reign. 

T came to pass after this also, that 
the children of Moab, and the 
children of Ammon, and with them 
other besides the Ammonites, came 
against Jehoshaphat to battle. 

2 Then there came 6ome that told 
Jehoshaphat, saying, There cometh 
a great multitude against thee from 
beyond the sea on this side Syria; 
and, behold, they are in Ilazazon-ta- 
mar, which was called En-gcdi. 

3 And Jehoshaphat feared, and set 
himself to Beek the Lord, and pro¬ 
claimed a fast throughout all Judah. 

4 And Judah gathered themselves 
togother, to ask help of the Lord; 
even out of all the cities of Judah 
they came to seek tho Lord. 

6 And Jehoshaphat stood iu the 
congregation of Judah and Jerusa¬ 
lem, in the house of the Lord, before 
the new court, 

6 And said, 0 Lord God of our 
fathers, thou God who art in heaven ; 
and ruleBt over all the kingdoms of 
the heathen; and in thy hand thon 
hast power and might, so that none 
is able to withstand theo; 

7 Thou our God didst drive out the 
inhabitants of this land before thy 
people Israel, and gavest it to the 
seed of Abraham thy friend for ever. 
8 And they dwelt therein, and have 
bnilt thee a sanctuary therein for thy 
name, saying, 

9 If, when evil oometh upon us, as 
the sword, judgment, or pestilence, or 
famine, we stand bofore this house, 
and in thy presenoe, (for tby name is 
in this house,) and ory unto thco in 
our affliction, then thou wilt hear and 
help. 

10 And now, hehold, the ohildr^n 
of Ammon, and Moab, and mount 
Beir, whom thou wouldest not let Is¬ 
rael invade, when they came out of 
the land of Egypt, but they turned 


from them and destroyed them not; 

11 Behold, they reward us not, but 
have come to cast us out of thy pos¬ 
session, which thou hast given us to 
inherit. 

12 0 our God, wilt thou not judge 
them? for we have no might against 
this great company that comcth 
against us; neither know we what 
to do; but our eyes are npon thee. 

13 And all Judah stood before the 
Lord, with their little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

14 Then upon Jahazicl the son of 
Zechariah, the eon of Benaiah, the 
son of Jeicl, the son of Mattaniah, a 
Levite of the sons of Asaph, came 
the Spirit of the Lord in the midst of 
the congregation; 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all 
Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, and thon king Jehoshaphat, 
Thus saith the Lord unto you, Bo 
not'afraid nor dismayed by reason of 
this great multitude, for the battle is 
not yours, but God’s. 

16 To-morrow go ye down against 
them; behold, they come up by the 
cliff of Ziz; and jo shall find them 
at the end of the brook, before the 
wilderness of Jeruel. 

17 Ye shall not go to fight in this 
day; set yourselves, Gtand ye still, 
and see the salvation of the Lord 
with you, 0 Judah and Jerusalem; 
fear not, nor be dismayed; to-morrow 
go out against them; for the Lord 
will be with you. 

16 And Jehoshaphat bowed his 
head with his face to the ground; 
and all Judah and the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem fell before the Lord, 
worshipping the Lord. 

19 And tbe Levites, of the children 
of tbo Kohalhites, and of the chil¬ 
dren of the Korhites, stood up to 
praise the Lord God of Israel with a 
loud voico on high. 

20 And they rose early in the morn¬ 
ing, and went forth into the wilder¬ 
ness of Tckoa; and as they went 
forth, Jehoshaphat stood and said, 
Hear me, 0 Judah, and ye inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem; Believe in the 
Lord your God, so shall ye be estab¬ 
lished; bolieve his prophets, so shall 
ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted with 
the people, he appointed singers unto 
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the Lord, and that should praise 
the beauty of holiness, ns they wont 
out before the army, and to say. 
Praise the Lord; for his mercy en- 
duretb for ever. 

22 And when thoy bogan to sing 
and to praiBC, tho Lord set ambush- 
lueuts against tho children of Am- 
moo, Moab, and mount Soir, which 
were come against Judah; and they 
were smitten. 

23 For tho children of Ammon and 
Moab stood up against the inhabit¬ 
ants of mount Scir, utterly to slay 
and destroy them; and when they 
had mado an end of the inhabitants 
of Seir, every one helped to destroy 
another. 

21 And when Judah came toward 
tho watch-tower in tho wilderness, 
thoy looked unto tho multitude, and, 
behold, they wero dead hodios fallen 
to the earth, and none escaped. 

25 And when Jehoehaphat and his 
people came to take away tho spoil 
of them, thoy found among them in 
abundance both riohes with the dcAd 
bodies, and precious jewels, which 
they stripped off for thcmsolves, 
more than thoy oould carry away; 
and thoy were three days in gather¬ 
ing of the spoil, it was so much. 

20 And on the fourth day they 
assembled thoniBolvos in the valley 
of Beraohah; for there they blosscd 
tho Lord; therefore tho name of the 
same place was onllcd, The valloy of 
Beraohah, unto this day. 

27 Then thoy rotumed, every man 
of Judah and Jerusalom, and Jehosh- 
aphat in the fore-front of them, to go 
again to Jerusalem with joy; for tho 
Lord had made them to rejoice over 
their onemies. 

28 And they oarao to Jorusalcm 
with psalteries and harps and trum¬ 
pets unto the house of the Lord. 

29 And the fear of Cod was on all 
tho kingdoms of thoso oountrios, whon 
they had heard that the Lord had 
fought against the enemies of Israel. 

30 Bo the realm of Jehosbaphat was 
quiet; for his God gave him rest round 
about. 

31 And Jehosbaphat reigned over 
Judah; he was thirty and five years 
old whon he bogAn to reign, and he 
reigned twonty and five years in 
Jerusalom. And his mother’s namo 


was Aznhah, the daughter of Shilhli 

32 And ho walked in the way of 
Asa his father, and departed not from 
it, doing that which was right in the 
sight of tho Lord. 

33 Howbcit the high places were 
not taken away; for as yet tho peo- 
plo had not prepared their hearts 
unto tho God of their fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, first and last, behold, they 
are written in the hook of John tho 
son of Uanani, who is mentioned in 
the book of the kings of Israol. 

35 And after this did JehoBhaphat 
king of Judah join himself with Aha- 
ziah king of Israel, who did very 
wickedly; 

30 And he joined himself with him 
to make ships to go to Tarshish; and 
they made the ships in Ezion-geber. 

37 Then Eliezcr, tho son of Doda- 
vah of Marcshah prophesied against 
Jehoshaphat, saying, Bccauso thon 
hast joined thyself with Ahaziah, 
tho Lord hath broken thy works. 
And the Bhips were broken, that, they 
wero not able to go to TarBhish. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Jehoram' s wicked reign — The prophecy qf 
Elijah — Jehoram's infamous death. 

OW Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in tho oity of David. And 
Jehoram his son reigned in his stead. 

2 And ho had brethren the sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiol, 
and Zeohariah, and Azariah, and 
Michael, and Bhephatiah; all these 
wore the sons of Jehoshaphat king of 
Israol. 

3 And their father gavo them groat 
gifts of silvor, and of gold, and of 

S recions things, with fenoed oities in 
udah; but tho kingdom gave he to 
Johoram; becauso he was the first¬ 
born. 

4 Now when Johoram was risen up 
to the kingdom of his father, he 
strengthened himself, and slew all 
his brethron with tho sword, and di- 
vors also of tho prinoos of Israel. 

5 Jehoram was thirty and two years 
old when he bogan to reign, and ho 
reignod eight years in Jerusalem. 

0 And ho walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the honse 
of Ahab; for he had tho daughter of 
Ahab to wife; and he wrought that 
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which was evil in the eyes of the 
Lord. 

7 Howbeit the Lord would not 
destroy the houBo of David, because 
of the covenant that ho had made 
with David, and as he promised to 
give a light to him and to his sons 
for ever. 

8 Id his dnys the Edomites revolted 
from under Lho dominion of Judah, 
and made themselves a king. 

9 Then Jchoraw went forth with 
bis princes, and all his chariots with 
him; and he rose up by night, and 
smote tho Edomites which compassed 
him in, and the captains of the char¬ 
iots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time also did Lib- 
nah revolt from under his hand ; be¬ 
cause he had forsaken the Lord God 
of his fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places 
in the mountains of Judah, and caused 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to com¬ 
mit fornication, and compelled Judah 
thereto. 

12 And thero came a writing to 
him from Elijah tho prophet, Baying, 
Thus saith the Lord God of David 
thy father. Decause thou hast not 
watked in the ways of Jchoshnphal 
thy father, nor in tho ways of Asa 
king of Judah, 

13 But hast walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, and hast made 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem to go a whoring, like to the 
whoredoms of tho house of Ahah. And 
also hast slain thy brethren of thy 
father’s bouse, whioh wero better than 
thyself; 

14 Behold, with a great plague will 
the Lord smite thy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy 
goods; 

15 And thou shnlt have groat sick¬ 
ness by diseaso of thy bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 

16 Moreover the Lord stirred up 
against Jehoram the spirit of the 
Philistines, and of the Arabians, that 
were near the Ethiopians; 

17 And they oame up into Judah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substanoe that was found in 
the king's house, and his sons also, 


and his wives; so that there waa 
never a 9on left him, save Jehoahaz, 
the youngest of his sons. 

18 And after all this the Lord smote 
him in his bowels with an incurablo 
disease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in pro¬ 
cess of time, after tho end of two 
years, his bowels foil cut by reason 
of his sickness; so he died of sore 
diseases. And his people made no 
burning for him, like the burning t.f 
his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was 
ho when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem eight years, and 
departed without being desired. How- 
beit they buried him in tho city of 
David, but not in the sepulchres of 
the kings. 

CHAPTER XX1L 

Ahaziah slain by Jehu—Athnliah tuurpelh 
the kingdom. 

ND the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
made Ahaziah his youngest son 
king in his stead; for the band of 
men that came with the Arabians (•> 
the camp had slain all the eldest. So 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah reigned. 

2 Two and twenty years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign, and 
he reigned one year in Jerusalem. 
Jlis mother's name also was Athalinh 
the daughter of Omri. 

3 He also walked in tho ways of 
the house of Ahab; for his mother 
was his counsellor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in tho 
sight of the Lord like the honse of 
Ahab ; for they were his counsellors, 
after the death of his father, to his 
destruction. 

5 lie walked also after their oouu- 
sel, and went with Jehoram the son 
of Ahab king of Israel to war 
against Hazael king of Syria at Ra- 
moth-gilead; and the Syrians smote 
Joram. 

6 And ho returned to be healed in 
Jezreel because of the wounds which 
were given him at Hamah, when he 
fought with Hazael king of Syria. 
And Azariah the son of Jehoram 
king of Judah went down to see Je¬ 
horam the eon of Ahab at Jezreel, 
because he was siok. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaziah 
waa of God by ooming to Joram; 
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for when he was oornc, he went out 
with Jebornm against Jehu the son of 
Nimshi, whom the Lord had anointed 
to out olT i lie house of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, and found the 

rinee* of Judnb, and the sons of the 
retbren of Abnziuh, that ministered 
to Ahazinh, he slew them. 

9 And bo sought Ahaziah ; and 
they caught him, (for ho was bid in 
Samaria,) and brought him to Jehu; 
aud when they had slain him, they 
huriod him ; Because, said they, ho is 
tho sou of Juhosbaphat, who sought 
the Lord with all hie heart. So the 
houso of Ahaziah had no powor to 
keep still the kingdom. 

10 But when Albaliab tho mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was 
dead, she aroso and destroyed all the 
seed royal of tho bouse of Judah. 

11 But Jchoshnbcath, the daughter 
of the king, took Joaeb the son of 
Ahaziah, and stolo him from among 
tho king's sons that were slain, and 

ut him and his nurse in a bedcham- 

er. .So Johoahabenth, the daughter 
of king Jchorum, the wifo of Jchoiada 
the priest, (for she was tho sister of 
Ahaziah,) hid him from Athalinh, so 
that sho slow him not. 

12 And ho wub with them hid in 
tin houso of God six years ; and Alha- 
link reigned over the land. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

Jr.hoiada makdJi Joa&h king , and rutureth 
Uu. worship of Qod. 

ND in Ihe seventh your Johoiada 
strengthened himself, and took 
the captains of hundreds, Azariah the 
son of Jeroham, and Isbinael the son 
of Johohanan, and Azariah the son 
of Obcd, and Mnuseiah the son of 
Adaiah, and Elishaphat the son of 
Zichri, into oovenant with him. 

2 And thoy wont about In Judah, 
and gathered tho Levies out o; all 
tho cities of Judah, and the chief of 
the fathers of Isrncl, and they caiue 
to Jerusalem. 

3 And all tho congregation made a 
oovenant with the king in the houso 
of God. And ho said unto them, Bo- 
hold, tho king's son shall reign, as 
tho Lord hath said of tho sons of 
David. 

4 This la tho thing that ye shall do ; 


A third part of you entering on the 
sabbath, of the priests and of the 
Levites, shall be porters of tbo 
doors; 

5 And a third pari shall be at the 
king’s houso; and a third part at the 
gale of tho foundation ; and all tho 
people shall be in the courts of the 
□ ouse of the Lord. 

(1 But let none coino into the house 
of the Lord, save the priests, and 
they that minister of toe Levites; 
they shall go in, for they are holy; 
but all tho people shall keep the 
watch of the Lora. 

7 And the Lovitos shall compass 
tho king round about, every man 
with his weapons in his hand ; and 
whosoever else cometh into the house, 
be shall be pul to death; but be yo 
with the king when he cometh in, 
and when he goeth out. 

8 So the Levites and all Judah did 
aooording to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest had oommanded, and took 
every man his men that were to come 
in on tho sabbath, with them that 
woro to go out on the sabhath; for 
Johoiada the priest dismissed not the 
courses. 

9 Moreover Jehoiada the priest 
delivered to Ihooaptains of hundreds 
spears, and bucklers, and shields, 
that had been king David’s, which 
were in the house of God. 

10 And he sot all the people, evory 
man having his weapon in bis hand, 
from tho right sido of the temple to 
the left sido of the temple, along by 
tho altar a_d tbo temple, by the king 
round about. 

11 Then they brought out tho king’s 
son, and put upon him the orown, 
and gave him tho testimony, and 
made him king. And Johoiada and 
his sons anointed him, and said, God 
save the king. 

12 Now when Athalinh heard the 
noiso of the peoplo running and 
praising the king, she onme to the 
people into the houso of tho Lord ; 

13 And she looked, and, bohold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the enter¬ 
ing in, ntul the princes and tho 
trumpets by Iho king; and all the 
people of tho land rejoioed, and 
sounded with trumpets, also the 
singora with instruments of mosio, 
and Buoh as taught to sing praise. 
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Then Athaliah rent her olothes, and ( 3 And Jehoiada took for him two 


raid, Treason, treason. 

14 Then Jehoiada the priest brought 
out tho captains of hundreds that 
were sot oyer the host, and said unto 
them, Have her forth of tho ranges; 
and whoso followetb her, let him be 
slain with tho sword. For the priest 
said, Slay her not in the house of the 
Lord. 

15 So they laid hands on her; and 
when she was come to the entering 
of the horse-gate by the king’s house, 
they slew her there. 

16 And Jehoiada made a covenant 
hetween him, and between all the 
people, and between the king, that 
they should be the Lord's people. 

17 Then all the people went to the 
hoase of Baal, and brake it down, 
and brake his altars and Mb images 
in pieces, and slew Mattan the priest 
of Baal before the altars. 

18 Also Jehoiada appointed the 
offices of the house of the Lord by 
the hand of the priests the Levites, 
whom David had distributed in the 
hoase of the Lord, to offer the burnt 
offerings of tho Lord, as it is written 
in the law of Moses, with rejoicing 
and with singing, as it was ordained 
by David. 

19 And he sot the porters at the 
gates of the houso of the Lord, that 
none which was unclean in any thing 
should onter in. 

20 And he took the oaptains of 
hundreds, and the nobles, aDd the 
governors of the people, and all the 
people of the land, and brought down 
the king from the house of the Lord; 
and they came through the high gate 
into the king’s house, and set the 
king upon the throno of tho kingdom. 

21 And all tho people of the land 
rejoiced; and the city was quiet, 
afLcr that they had slain Athaliah 
with the sword. 

CIIAPTKR XXIV. 

Joash repair dh Vie temple; falling to 
idolatry , slaycth Zlehariah . 

OASH was seven years old when 
ho began to reign, and ho roigned 
forty years iu Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Zibiah of 
Beer-shebo. 

2 And Joash did that whioh was 
right in the sight of the Lord all the 
daya of Jehoiada the priest. 


wives; and he begat sons and 
daughters. 

4 And it came to pass after this, 
that Joash was minded to repair the 
house of the Lord. 

5 And he gathered together the 
priests and the Levites, and said to 
them, Go out onto the cities of Judah, 
and gather of all Israel money to 
repair the house of your God from 
year to year, and see that ye hasten 
the matter. Qowheit the Levites 
hastened it not. 

6 And the king oalled for Jehoiada 
the ohief, and said nnto him, Why 
hast thou not required of the Levites 
to bring in oat of Judah and out of 
Jerusalem the collection, according 
to the commandment of MoseB the 
servant of the Lord, and of the con¬ 
gregation of Israel, for the tahernacle 
of witness ? 

7 For the sons of Athaliah, that 
wicked woman, had broken np the 
house of God; and also all the 
dedicated things of the house of the 
Lord did they bestow upon Baalim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it without 
at the gate of the house of the Lord. 

9 And they made a proclamation 
through Judah and Jerusalem, to 
bring in to the Lord the collection of 
Moses the servant of God upon Israel 
in the wilderness. 

10 And all the prinoes and all the 
people rejoioed, and brought in, and 
cast iuto the chest, until they had 
made an end. 

11 Now it came to pass, that at what 
time the chest was brought unto the 
king’s office by the hand of the 
Levites, and when they saw that there 
was much money, the king's scribo 
and the high priest’s officer came and 
emptied tho ahest, and took it, and 
carried it to his plaoe again. Thus 
they did day by day, and gathered 
money in abundanoe. 

12 And the king and Jehoiada gave 
it to suoh as did the work of the 
service of the house of the Lord, and 
hired masons and carpenters to repair 
the house of tho Lord, and also suah 
as wrought iron and brass to mend 
the house of the Lord. 

13 Bo the workmen wrought, and 
the work was perfected by them, and 
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they Bet the house of God in his state, 
and strengthened it. 

14 And when they had finished it, 
they brought the rest of the money 
hefore the king and Jehoiada, where¬ 
of wore made vessels for the house of 
the Lord, even vessels to minister, 
and to offor withal, and spoons, and 
vessels of gold and silver. And they 
offered burnt offerings in the house 
of tho Lord continually all the days 
of Jehoiada. 

15 But Jehoiada waxed old, and 
was full of days when he died; a 
hundred and thirty yoars old was he 
when ho died. 

16 And they buried him in the oity 
of David among the kings, because 
he bad done good in Israel, both 
toward God, and toward his house. 

17 Now after the death of Jehoiada 
oame the prinoes of Judah, and made 
oheisance to the king. Then the 
king hearkened unto them. 

10 And tboy loft the house of the 
Lord God of their fathers, and served 
groves and idols; and wrath came 
upon Judah and Jerusalem for this 
their trespass. 

19 Yet ho sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto the Lord; 
and they testified against them; hut 
they would not give ear. 

20 And tho Spirit of God came 
upon Zeohariah tno son of Jehoiada 
tho prieBt, whioh stood ahove the 
people, and Bnid unto them, Thus 
saitn God, Why transgress ye the 
oommandmeuts of tho Lord, that ye 
oannot prosper? because ye have for¬ 
saken the Lord, he hath also forsaken 
you. 

21 And they conspired against him, 
and stoned him with stonos at the 
aommandmont of the king in the 
court of tho house of tho Lord. 

22 Thus Joash tho king remembered 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
father had done to him, but slew his 
son. And when he died ho said, The 
Lord look upon me, and require me. 

23 AdJ it oame to pass at tho ond 
of the yoar, that the host of Syria 
oame up against him; and they oame 
to Judah and Jerusalem, and de¬ 
stroyed all tho prinoeB of the people 
from among the people, and sent all 
the spoil of them unto the king of 
Damascus. 


24 For the army of the Syrians 
oame with a small company of men, 
and the Lord delivered a very great 
host into their hand, because they 
had forsaken the Lord God of their 
fathers. So they executed judgment 
against Joash. 

25 And when they were departed 
from him, (for they left him in great 
diseases,) his own servants conspired 
against him for the blood of the sons 
of Jehoiada the priest, and slew him 
on his bed, and he died; and they 
buried him in the oity of David, but 
they buried him not in the sepulchres 
of the kings. 

26 And these are they that oon- 
spired against him; Zabad the son 
of Shimeath an Ammonitess, and 
Jehoznbad the son of Shimrith a 
Moabitesa. 

27 Now conoerning his sons, and 
the greatness of the hurdens laid 
upon him, and tho repairing of the 
house of God, hehold, they are writ¬ 
ten in the story of the hook of the 
kings. And Amaziah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Amaziah executeth justice on the traiiars- 

Overthroweth the Edomite*—Amaziah de. 

piseth the admonitions of the prophet—ft j 

u slain by conspiracy. 

MAZIAH was twenty and five 
years old when he began to 
reign, and he roigned twenty and 
nino years in Jerusalem. And his 
mothor’s name was Jeboaddan of 
Jerusalem. 

2 And he did that whioh was right 
in the sight of the Lord, hut not with 
a perfect heart. 

3 Now it came to pass, when the 
kingdom was established to him, that 
he slew his servants that had killed 
tho king his father. 

4 But he slew not their children, 
hut did as it is written in the law in 
the hook of Moses, where the Lord 
commanded, saying, The fathers shall 
not dio for the children, neither shall 
the children dio for tho fathers, but 
evory man shall die for his own sin. 

5 Moreover Amaziah gathered Ju¬ 
dah togother, and mado thorn oap- 
tains over thousands, and oaptains 
over hundreds, according to the 
housos of their fathers, throughout 
all Judah and Benjamin; and he num- 
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bered them from twenty years old 
and above, and found them three 
hundred thousand choice men, able 
to go forth lo war, that could handle 
spear and shield. 

6 He hired also a hundred thousand 
mighty men of valour out of Israel 
for a hundred talents of Bilver. 

7 But there came a man of God to 
him, saying, 0 king, let not the army 
of Israel go with thee; for the Lord 
is nol with Israel, to wit, with all the 
children of Ephraim. 

8 But if thou wilt go, do it, be 
strong for the battle ; God shall make 
theo fall beforo the enemy; for God 
hath power to help, and to cast 
down. 

0 And Amaziah said to the man of 
God, But what shall we do for the 
hundred talents which I have given 
to the army of Israel ? And the mau 
of God answered. The Lord is able to 
give thee much more than this. 

10 Then Amaziah separated them, 
to wit, the army that was come to 
him out of Ephraim, to go home 
again; wherefore their anger was 
greatly kindled against Judah, and 
they returned home in great anger. 

11 And Amaziah strengthened him¬ 
self, and led forth his people, and 
went to the valley of salt, and smote 
of the children of Seir ten thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left alive 
did tho children of Judah carry away 
captive, and brought them unto the 
top of the rock, and cast them down 
from the top of tho rock, that they all 
were broken in pieces. 

13 But the soldiers of the army 
which Amaziah sent back, that they 
should not go with him to battle, 
fell upon the cities of Judah, from 
Samaria even unto Beth-horon, and 
smoto three thousand of them, and 
took much spoil. 

14 Now it came to pass, after that 
Amaziah was come from the slaugh- 
ter of the Edomites, that he brought 
the g n ds of the children of Seir, and 
set them up to be his gods, and bowed 
down himself before them, and burned 
incense unto them. 

15 Wherefore the anger of tho Lord 
was kindled against Amaziah, nnd 
ho sent unto him a prophet, which 
said unto him, Why hast thou sought 
after the gods of the peoplo, whioh 


could not deliver their own people 
out of thine hand? 

1G And it came to puss, as he talked 
with him, lhat the king said unto 
him, Art thou made of the kinjr's 
counsel ? forbear ; why shouldest thou 
be smitten? Then the prophet for- 
bare, and said, I know that God hath 
determined to destroy thee, because 
thou hast done this, and hast not 
hearkened unto my counsel. 

17 Then Amaziah kiDg of Judah 
took advice, and sent to Joash, the 
son of Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, 
king of Israel, saying, Come, let us 
see one another in the face. 

IS And Joash king of Israel sent to 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying, The 
thistle that grew in Lebanon sent to 
the cedar that grew in Lebanon, say¬ 
ing, Give thy daughter to my son to 
wife; and there passed by a wild 
beast that was in Lebanon, and trode 
down the thistle. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smit¬ 
ten the Edomites; and thine heart 
lifteth thee up to boast; ahidc dow at 
home ; why shouldest thou meddle to 
thine hurt, that thou shouldest fall, 
even thou and Judah with thee? 

20 But Ainnziah would not hear; 
for it came of God, that he might 
deliver them into the hand of their 
enemies, because they sought after 
the gods of Edom. 

21 So Joash the king of Israel went 
up; and they saw one another in the 
face, both he and Amaziah king of 
Judah, at Bcth-shcmesh, which be- 
longeth to Judah. 

22 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel, and tney fled every 
man to his tent. 

23 And Joash the king of Israel 
took Amaziah king of Judah, the son 
of Joash, the son of Jehoahaz, &t 
Bcth-ehemesh, and brought him to 
Jerusalem, and brake down the wall 
of Jerusalem from the gate of Eph¬ 
raim to the corner gate, four hundred 
cubits. 

24 And be took all the gold and tho 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with Ohed- 
edom, and the treasures of the king’s 
houso, the hostages also, and returned 
to Samaria. 

25 And Amaziah tho son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the death 
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of Joash bod of Jehoahas king of I 9 - 
rnel fifteen years. 

20 Now tho rest of the aota of Ama¬ 
ziah, first and last, behold, arc they 
not written in the book of the kings 
of Judah and Israel? 

27 Now after tho time that Amnziah 
did turn away from following the 
Lord they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jerusalem; and ho fled to 
Lachish ; but they sent to Lachish 
after him, and slew him there. 

28 And they brought him upon 
horses, and buried him with his 
fathers in tho city of Judah. 

CHAPTER XXVI, 

Utciah, succeeding , prospereth—Ht invadeih 
Uu priest '■ office, and is smitten with 
lejrrosy. 

T HEN all tho people of Judah 
took Uzziah, who was sixteen 
years old, and made him king in tho 
room of his father Amaziah. 

2 IIo built Eloth, and restored it to 
Judah, aftor that the king slept with 
his fathers. 

3 Sixteen years old was Uzziah 
when he began to reign, and ho 
reigned fifty and two years in Jeru¬ 
salem. His mothor’s name also waB 
Jecoliah of Jerusalem. 

4 And he did that which was right 
in tho sight of tho Lord, according to 
all that his father Amaziah did. 

6 And he sought God in tho days 
of Zechariah, who had understanding 
in tho visions of God ; and as long as 
he sought the Lord, God made him 
to prosper. 

0 And ho wont forth and warred 
against tho Philistines, and brako 
down Lhe wall of Gath, and the wall 
of Jabnoh, and tho wall of Ashdod, 
and builL cities about Ashdod, and 
among the Philistines. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, and against tho Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Me- 
huniui. 

8 And the Ammonites gavo gifts to 
Uzziah; and his namo spread abroad 
evon to the entering in of Egypt; for 
he Blrongthoned himself exceedingly. 

0 M oreovor Uzziah huilt towers in 
Jerusalem at tho oorner gate, and at 
tho valloy gale, and at the turning 
of the wall, and fortified them. 

10 Also he built towers in tho des¬ 
ert, and digged many wells; for he 


had inuoh cal tie, both in the low 
country, and in the plaius; husband¬ 
men also, and vine-dressers in the 
mountains, and in Carmel; for he 
loved husbandry. 

11 Moreover Uzziah had* a host of 
fighting men, that went out to war 
by bands, according to the numbei 
of their account by the hand of Jeiel 
the scribe and Maaseiah the ruler, 
under the hand of Ilananiah, one of 
the king’H captains. 

12 The whole number of tho ohiet 
of the fathers of the mighty men oi 
valour were two thousand and six 
hundred. 

13 And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, 
that made war with mighty power, 
to help tho king against tho enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all tho host shields, and 
spears, aod holmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stones. 

15 And he made in Jerusalem en¬ 
gines, invented by cunning men, tr 
be ou the towers and upon tho bul¬ 
warks to Bhoot arrows and great 
sloncB withal. And his namo sproad 
far abroad; for he was marvellously 
helped, till he was strong. 

16 Uut when he was strong, his 
heart was lifted up to his destruotion ; 
for he transgressed against the Lord 
his God, and wont into the temple of 
the Lord to burn inconae upon the 
altar of iuconso. 

17 And Azariah the priest went in 
aftor him, and with him four-score 
priests of tho Lord, that were valiant 
men; 

18 And they withstood Uzziah the 
king, and said unto him, It apper- 
tainoth not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn 
incense unto tho Lord, but to the 
priests the sons of Aaron, that are 
oonscoratod to burn incense; go out 
of the sanotuary ; for thou hast tres- 

assod ; neither shall it be for thine 
onour from tho Lord God. 

10 Then Uzziah was wroth, and 
had a oonsor in his hand to burn in¬ 
cense ; and while he was wroth with 
tho priests, the leprosy even rose up 
in his forehead before tho priests In 
tho house of the Lord, from beside 
tho inoenso altar. 

20 And Azariah tho ohief priest. 
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ind all the priests, looked upon him, 
and, behold, he was leprous in his 
forehead, and they thrust him out 
from thence; yea, himself hasted also 
to go out, because the Lord had 
smitten him. 

21 And Uzzi&h the king was a 
leper unto the day of his death, and 
dwelt in a several house, being a lep¬ 
er ; for he was cut olT from the house 
of the Lord; and Jotham hie son 
was over the king's house, judging 
the people of the land. 

22 Now the rest of the acts of Uz- 
ziah, first and last, did Isaiah the 
prophet, the son of Amoz, write. 

23 So Uzziah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him with his fathers 
in the field of the burial which be¬ 
longed to the kings; for they said. He 
is a leper; and Jotham his son reign¬ 
ed in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Jotham, reigning well, prospertlh—He trub- 
dueth the Ammonites — Hit reign—Ahaz 
succeedeth him. 

J OTHAM was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned sixtoen years in Jeru¬ 
salem. His mother’s name also was 
Jerushah, the daughter of Zadok. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according to 
all that his father Uzziah did; how- 
beit he entered not into the temple of 
the Lord. And the people did yet 
oorruptly. 

3 He bnilt the high gate of the 
hoQBe of the Lord, and on the wall 
of Ophel he built much. 

4 Moreover he built oities in the 
mountains of Judah, and in the for¬ 
ests he built oastles and towers. 

5 He fought also with the king of 
the Ammonites, and prevailed against 
them. And tho children of Ammon 
gave him the same year a hundred 
talents of silver, and ten thousand 
measures of wheat, and ten thousand 
of barley. So much did the children 
of Ammon pay unto him, both the 
seoond year, and tho third. 

6 So Jotham beoame mighty, be- 
oauso he prepared his ways beforo 
the Lord his God. 

7 Now the rest of the acts of Jo¬ 
tham, and all his wars, and bis ways, 
la, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah. 


8 He waB five and twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem. 

0 And Jotham slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the oity of 
David; and Ahaz his son reigned in 
his stead. 

CHAPTER XXVUL 

Ahaz afflicted by the Syrians — Judah is saU 

home by the counsel of the prophet—Ahai 

groweih more idolatrous — He dying , Hezer 

kiah succeedeth him. 

HAZ was twenty years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem; but he 
did not that which was right in the 
sight of the Lord, like David his 
father; 

2 For he walked in the ways of the 
kings of Israel, and made also molten 
images for Baalim. 

3 Moreover he burnt incense in 
the valley of the son of Hinnom, and 
burnt his ohildren in the fire, after 
the abominations of the heathen 
whom'the Lord had cast ont before 
the children of Israel. 

4 He sacrificed also and barnt in¬ 
cense in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lord his God 
delivered him into the hand of the 
king of Syria; and they smote him, 
and carried away a great multitude 
of them captives, and brought them 
to Damasons. And he was also de¬ 
livered into the hand of the king of 
Israel, who smote him with a great 
slaughter. 

6 For Pekah the son of Remaliah 
slew in Judah a hundred and twenty 
thousand in one day, which were all 
valiant men ; because they had for¬ 
saken the Lord God of their fathers. 

7 And Zichri, a mighty man of 
Ephraim, slew Maaseiah tho king's 
Bon, and Azrikam the governor of 
the house, and Elkanah that was 
next to the king. 

8 And the ohildren of Israel oar- 
ried away captive of their brethren 
two hundred thousand, women, sons, 
and daughters, and took also away 
much spoil from them, and brought 
the spoil to Samaria. 

0 But a prophet of the Lord was 
there, whose name was Odcd; and 
he went out before the host that oome 
to Samaria, and said unto them, Be- 
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bold, because the Lord God of your 
fathers was wroth with Judah, he 
hath delivered them into your hand, 
and ye have slain them in a rage 
that reacheth up into heaven. 

10 And now ye purpose to keep 
under tho children of Judah and 
Jerusalem for bond-men and bond¬ 
women unto you; but are there not 
with you, even with you, sins against 
tho Lord your God ? 

11 Now hear me therefore, and 
deliver the captives again, which ye 
have taken captive of your brethren ; 
for the fierce wrath of the Lord is 
upon you. 

12 Then certain of the heads of 
the children of Ephraim, Azariah 
the son of Johannn, Bercohiah tho 
eon of Meshillcmoth, and Jehizkiah 
tho son of Shallum, and AmAsa tho 
son of Iladlai, stood up against them 
that camo from tho war. 

13 And said unto them, Ye shall 
not bring in the captives hither; for 
whereas we have offended against 
tho Lord already, ye intend to add 
more to our sins and to our trespass; 
for our trespass is groat, and thoro is 
fierco wrath against Israel. 

14 So tho armed men left the cap¬ 
tives and tho spoil bofore the prinaes 
and all the congregation. 

15 And the men which were ex¬ 
pressed by name rose up, and took 
the captives, and with tho spoil 
olothcd all that wore naked among 
thorn, and arrayed them, and shod 
thorn, and gave them to eat and 
to drink, and anointod them, and 
oarried ail the fcoble of them upon 
asses, and brought them to Jorioho, 
the oity of palm trees, to their bre¬ 
thren ; then they roturned to Samaria. 

10 At that time did king Ahaz send 
unto the kings of Assyria to help him. 

17 For again the Edomites had 
Dome and smitten Judah, and oarried 
away captives. 

18 The Philistines also had invadod 
the oitios of the low oountry, and of 
tho Bouth of Judnh, and had taken 
Beth-shemesh, and Ajalon, and Ge- 
deroth, and Shooo with tho villages 
theroof, and Timnah with tho vil¬ 
lages thereof, Gimzo also and the vil¬ 
lages thereof; and they dwelt there. 

19 For the Lord brought Judah 
low beoause of Abai king of Israel; 
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for ho made Judah naked, and tr&ns* 
grossed sore against tho Lord. 

20 And Tilgath-pilncscr king of 
Assyria camo unto him, and distress¬ 
ed him, but strengthened him not. 

21 For Ahaz took away a portion 
out of the house of the Lord, and 
out of the house of the king, and 
of the princes, and gave it unto the 
king of Assyria; but he helped him 
not. 

22 And in the time of his distress 
did he trespass yet more against the 
Lord; this is that king Ahaz. 

23 For he sacrificed unto the gods 
of Damascus, which smote him; and 
ho said, Because the gods of the 
kings of Syria help them, therefore 
will I sacrifice to them, that they 
may help me. But they were the 
ruin of him, and of all Israel. 

24 And Ahaz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and out 
in pieces the vessels of the house of 
God, and shut up the doors of the 
houso of the Lord, and he made him 
altars in every corner of Jerusalem. 

25 And in every several oity of 
Judah ho made high places to burn 
incense unto other gods, and pro¬ 
voked to anger the Lord God of his 
fathers. 

20 Now the rest of his aots and of 
all his ways, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the hook of the 
kings of Judah and Israel. 

27 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, even 
in Jerusalem; but they brought him 
not into the sepulchres of the kings 
of Israel; and Ilezckiah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

Httckiah rutareV\ thr worship of Ood—Be 
txhorieih the Levitts. 

H EZKKIAH hogan to reign when 
be was five and twenty years 
old, and he reigned nine and twenty 
years in Jerusalem. And his mo¬ 
ther’s name was Ahijah, the daughter 
of Zcohariah. 

2 And he did that whioh was right 
in the sight of the Lord, aooording to 
ail that David his (ather had done. 

3 He in the first year of his reign, 
in the first month, opened the doors 
of the house of the Lord, and re¬ 
paired (hem. 

4 And he brought in the priests 
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and the Levites, and gathered them 
together iuto the east street. 

5 And said unto them, Dear me, 
ye Lcvitca ; sanctify now yourselves, 
and sanctify the house of the Lord 
God of your fathers, and carry forth 
the filthiness out of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, 
and done that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lord our God, and have 
forsaken him, and have turned away 
their face9 from the habitation of 
the Lord, and turned their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor 
offered hurnt offerings in the holy 
place unto the God of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the Lord 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
be hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, as ye 
see with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen 
by the sword, and our sons and our 
daughters and our wives are in cap* 
tivity for this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the Lord God of 
Israel, that his fierce wrath may turn 
away from us. 

11 My sons, be not now negligent; 
for the Lord hath chosen you to 
stand before him, to serve him, and 
that ye should minister unto him, 
and burn incense. 

12 Then the Levilcs arose, Mahath 
the son of Amasai, and Joel the Bon 
of Azariah, of the sons of the Kohath- 
ites; and of the sons of Merari; 
Kish the son of Abdi, and Azariah 
the son of Jehalclcl; and of the Ger- 
shonites; Joah the son of Zitmnah, 
and Eden the son of Joah; 

13 And of the sons of Elizaphan; 
Shimri, and Jciel; and of the sons of 
Asaph ; Zechariah, and Mattaniah ; 

14 And of the sons of Heman ; Je- 
hiel, and Shimei; and of the sons of 
Jcduthun ; Sheinaiah, and Uzziel. 

15 And they gathered their bre¬ 
thren, and sanctified themselves, and 
came, according to the command¬ 
ment of the king, by the words of 
the Lord, to oleanse the house of the 
Lord. 

16 And the priests went into the 
inner part of the house of the Lord, 
to oleanse it, and brought out all the 


uncleaDness that they found in the 
temple of the Lord into the court of 
the house of the Lord. And the 
Lcvitea took it, to carry it out abroad 
into the brook Kidron. 

17 Now they hegan on the first day 
of the first month lo sanctify, and on 
the eighth day of the month came 
they to the porch of the Lord; so 
they sanctified the house of the Lord 
in eight days; and in the sixteenth 
day of the first month they made an 
end. 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah 
the king, and Baid, We have cleansed 
all the house of the Lord, and the 
altar of burnt offering, with all the 
vessels thereof, and the show-bread 
table, with all the vessels thereof. 

19 Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Ahaz in his reign did cast away 
in his transgression, have we prepared 
and sanctified, and, behold, they are 
before the altar of the Lord. 

2(K Then Hezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the 
city, and went up to the house of Lhe 
Lord. 

21 And they hrought seven bullocks, 
and 9even rams, and seven lambs, 
and seven he goats, for a sin offering 
for the kingdom, and fur the sanc¬ 
tuary, and for Judah, And he com¬ 
manded the priests the sons of Aaron 
to offer them on the altar of the Lord. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the altar; likewise, 
when they bad killed the rams, they 
sprinkled the blood upon tho altar; 
they killed also the lambs, and they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar, 

23 And they brought forth the he 
goats for the sin offering before the 
king and the congregation ; and they 
laid their hands upon them; 

24 And the pricst9 killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make au 
atonement for all Israel; for the king 
commanded that the burnt offoring 
and the sin offering should be made 
for all Israel. 

25 And he set the Levites in the 
house of the Lord with oymbal9, with 
psalteries, and with harps, according 
to the commandment of David, and 
of Gad the king’s seer, and Nathan 
the prophet; for so was the com 



CHAPTER XXX. 


uiandinent of the Lord by bis prophets. 

20 And the Lcvites stood witn the 
instruments of David, and tho priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Ilczekiuh commanded to 
offer the burnt offering upon the 
altar. And when the burnt offering 
begon, the song of the Lord began 
also with the trumpets, and with the 
instruments ordained by David king 
of Israel. 

28 And all the congregation wor¬ 
shipped, and the singers sang, and 
the trumpeters sounded; and all this 
continued until the burnt offering was 
finished. 

2it And when they bad made an end 
of offering, the king and all that were 
present with him bowed themselves, 
and worshipped. 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and 
(be princes commanded the Levitos 
to sing praise unto tho Lord with the 
words of David, and of Asaph the 
seer. And they sang praises with 
gladness, and they bowed thoir heads 
and worshipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and 
said, Now ye havo conseorated your¬ 
selves unto the Lord, come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank offerings 
into the house of the Lord. And the 
congregation hrought in sacrifices 
and thank offerings; and as many as 
were of a free heart, burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which tho oongregation 
brought, was three-score and ten 
bullocks, a hundred rams, and two 
hundred lambs; all these wore for a 
burnt offering to the Lord. 

33 And the conseorated things wero 
Bix hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so 
that they oould not flay all the burnt 
offerings; wherefore their brethren 
the Leviles did help them, till the 
work was ended, ana until the other 
priestB had sanotified themselves; for 
the Lovites wero more upright in 
heart to sanctify themselves than the 
priests. 

36 And also the burnt offerings wero 
iu abundance, with the fat of tho 
peaoe offerings, and tho drink offer¬ 
ings for every burnt offering. So tho 
eervioe of the house of the Lord was 
sot in order. 
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30 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all 
tho people, that God had prepared 
the people; for the thing was done 
suddenly. 

UIAPTKR XXX. 

Utttkiah proclaimeth a paitovcr—fhi 
assembly ktep the ftatt fourteen dayt. 
ND Hezekiah sent to all Israel 
and Judah, and wrote letters 
also to Ephraim and Manasseh, that 
they should come to the house of the 
Lord at Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord God of Israel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes, and all the congrega¬ 
tion in Jerusalem, to keep the passover 
in the second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not 
sanctified themselves sufficiently, 
neither had the people gathered 
themselves together to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all 
Israel, from Beer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the 
passover unto the Lord God of Israel 
at Jerusalem ; for they had not done 
it of a long time in such sort as it 
was written. 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes through¬ 
out all Israel and Juaah, and accord¬ 
ing to the commandment of the king, 
saying, Ye children of Israel, turn 
again unto tho Lord God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Israel, and he will return 
to tho remnant of you, that are 
escaped out of the hand of the kings 
of Assyria. 

7 And be not ye like j T onr fathers, 
and like your brethren, which tres- 

asset! against tho Lord God of thoir 
athers, who therefore gave them up 
to desolation, as ye see. 

8 Now be ye not stiff-necked, as 
your fathers were, but yield yourselves 
unto the Lord, and enter into his 
sanctuary, which he hath sanotified 
for ever; and servo the Lord your 
God, that the fieroeness of his wrath 
may turn away from you. 

9 For if ye turn again onto the 
Lord, your brethren and your children 
shall find oompasBion before them 
that lead them captive, so that they 
shall come again into this land; for 
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ihe Lord your God is gracioufl and 
meroiful, and will not turn away his 
face from yon, if ye return unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
city, through, the country of Ephraim 
and Manasseh, even unto Zebnlun; 
but they laughed them to scorn, and 
mocked them. 

11 Nevertheless, divers of Asher and 
Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled 
themselveB, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the Lord. 

13 And there assembled at Jeru¬ 
salem much people to keep the feast 
of unleavened bread in the second 
month, a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away 
the altars that were in Jerusalem, and 
all the altars for incense took they 
away, and cast them into the brook 
Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the second 
month; and the priests and the Lc- 
viles were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought in the burnt 
offerings into the house of the Lord. 

16 And they stood in their places 
after their manner, according to the 
law of Moses the man of God; the 
priests sprinkled the blood, wliich 
they received of the hand of the 
Levites. 

17 For there were many in the con¬ 
gregation that were not sanctified; 
therefore the LeviteB had the charge 
of the killing of the pasBOvers for 
every one that was not clean, to sanc¬ 
tify them unto the Lord. 

18 For a multitude of the people, 
even many of Ephraim and Mauas- 
seh, Issachar and Zebulun, had not 
cleansed themselves, yet did they eat 
the passover otherwise than it was 
written. But Hezekiah prayed for 
them, saying. The good Lord pardon 
every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to 
seek God, the Lord God of his 
fathers, though he be not oleansed 
aooording to the purification of the 
sanotnary. 

20 And the Lord hearkened to 
Hezekiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the ohildren of Isr&ol that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 


feast of unleavened bread seven days 
wilh great gladness; and the Levites 
and the priests praised the Lord day 
by day, singing with lond instruments 
unto the Lord. 

22 And Hezekiah spake comfort 
ably unto all the Levites that taught 
the good knowledge of the Lord; and 
they did eat throughout the feast 
seven days, offering peace offerings, 
and making confession to the Lord 
God of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assemhly took 
counsel to keep other seven days; 
and they kept other seven days with 
gladness. 

24 For Hezekiah king of Judah 
did give to the congregation a thou¬ 
sand bollocks and Beven thousand 
sheep; and the princes gave to the 
congregation a thousand bullocks and 
ten thousand sheep; and a great 
number of priests sanctified them¬ 
selves. 

25 And all the congregation of Ju- 
dab, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that came 
out of Israel, and the strangers that 
came ont of the land of Israel, and 
that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

2fi So there was great joy in Jeru¬ 
salem; for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king of Israel there 
was not the like in Jerusalem. 

27 Then the priests the Levites 
arose aud blessed the people; and 
their voice was heard and their prayer 
came up to his holy dwelling-place, 
even unto heaven. 

CHAPTER XXX I. 

The people destroy viotatry—The people’s 
offerings and tilhes — The sincerity qf 
Hezekiah. 

OW when all this was finished, 
all Israel that were preeent 
went out to the cities of Judah, and 
brake the images in pieces, and cat 
down the groves, and threw down 
the high places and the altars out of 
all Judah and Benjamin, in Ephraim 
also and Manasseh, until they had 
utterly destroyed them all. Then all 
the ohildren of Israel returned, every 
man to his possession, into their own 
oities. 

2 And Hezekiah appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man aooord¬ 
ing to his servioe, the priests and

Levites for burnt offerings and for 
peace offerings, to minUtor, and to 
give thanks, and to praise in the 
gatos of the tents of the Lord. 

3 lie anp ointed also the king's por¬ 
tion of bis substanco for the burnt 
Offerings, to wit, for the morning and 
evening hurnt offerings, and the 
burnt offerings for the sabbaths, and 
for the new moons, and for the sot 
feasts, as it is written in the law of 
the Lord. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo¬ 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to givo 
the portion of the priests and the 
Lovites, that they might be encour¬ 
aged in the law of the Lord. 

5 Aud as soon as the commandment 
came abroad, the children of Israel 
brought in abundance the first-fruits 
of corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and 
of all the increase of the field; and 
tho titbe of all things brought they 
in abundantly. 

0 And concerning the children of 
Israel and Judah, that dwelt in tho 
cities of Judah, thoy also hrought in 
tho titbe of oxen and sheep, and the 
tithe of holy things whioh wore con- 
soorated unto tho Lord their God, 
and laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished them in the seventh month. 

S And when Hezekiah and the 
rincos came and saw the heaps, they 
lessod the Lord, and his people 
Israel. 

9 Then Ilozckiah questioned with 
tho priests and the Levites concern¬ 
ing the heaps. 

10 And Azariah the chiof priest of 

the house of Zndok answered him, 
and said. Since the peoplo began to 
bring tho offerings into the house of 
(he Lord, we have had enough to eat, 
and have loft plenty; for tho Lord 
hath Mossod his pooplo; and that 
whioh is left is this great storo. , 

11 Then Hezekiah commanded to 
proparo chambers in the house of the 
Lord; and thoy propared them, 

12 And brought in the offerings and 
the titbos and tho dedicated things 
faithfully; ovor whioh Cononiah the 
Levite was rulor, and Shimci his 
brothor was tho noxt. 

13 And Johiot, and Azaziah, and 
Nahath, and Aeahel, and Jerimoth, 


and Jozabad, and Eliel, and Isma- 
chiah, and Mabath, and Benaiah, 
were overseers under the band of 
Cononiah and Shiinei his brother, at 
the commandment of Hezekiah the 
king, and Azariah tho ruler of the 
house of God. 

14 And Kore the son of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward tho east, 
was over the free-will offerings of 
God, to distribute the oblations of ihe 
Lord, and the most holy things. 

15 And Dext him were Eden, and 
Miniamin, and Jeshua, and Shema- 
iab, Amariah, and Shecaniah, in 
the cities of the priests, in their Bet 
office, to give to their brethren by 
courses, as well to the great as to the 
small; 

16 Besides their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, 
even unto every one that entereth 
into tho house of tho Lord, his daily 
portion for their service in their 
charges according to their courses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the 
priests by the honse of their fathers, 
and the Lovites from twenty years 
old and upward, in their charges hy 
their courses; 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, thoir wives, and their Bons, 
and thoir daughters, through all (he 
congregation; for in thoir set office 
thoy sanctified themselves in holi¬ 
ness ; 

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the 
priests, which were in the fields of 
the suburbs of their cities, in every 
sevoral oity, the men that were ex¬ 
pressed by name, to give portions to 
all tho males among the priests, and 
to all that were reckoned by genealo¬ 
gies among tho Levites. 

20 And thus did Hezekiah through¬ 
out all Judah, and wrought that 
which was good and right and trnth 
bofore tho Lord his God. 

21 And in every work that he be¬ 
gan in the service of the house of 
God, and in the law, and in the com- 
mandmonts, to seek his God, he did 
it with all his heart, and prospered. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

Sennacherib invades Judah—Hezekiah and 
Isaiah pray—An angel destroyelh the host 
of the Assyrians — Hezekiah healed—His 
wealth, works, and death. 

A FTER these things, and the es¬ 
tablishment thereof, Sennaohe- 
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rib king of Assyria came, and enter¬ 
ed into Judah, and enoamped against 
the fenced cities, and thought to win 
them for himself. 

2 And when Ilezckiah saw that 
Sennaohcrib was como, and that he 
was purposed to fight against Jeru¬ 
salem, 

3 He took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the wa¬ 
ters of the fountains which wero 
without tho city; and they did help 
him. 

4 So there was gathered much peo¬ 
ple together, who stopped all the 
fountains, and the brook that ran 
through the midst of the land, say- 
ing. Why should the kings of Assyria 
come, and find much water? 

5 Also ho strengthenod himself, and 
built up all tho wall that was broken, 
and raised it up to tho towers, and 
another wall without, and repaired 
Millo in the city of David, and made 
darts and shields in abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war over 
tho people, and gathered them to¬ 
gether to him in the street of the gato 
of the city, and spake comfortably to 
them, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor dismayed for the king of 
Assyria, nor for all the multitude that 
is with him; for there be more with 
us than with him. 

8 With him is an arm of fiesh; but 
witb ns is tho Lord our God to help 
qs, and to fight our battles. And 
the people rested themselves upon 
the words of Ilezektah king of Ju¬ 
dah. 

9 After this did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria send his servants to Jeru¬ 
salem, (but he himself laid siege 
against Lachish, And All his power 
with him,) unto Hezckiah king of 
Judah, and unto all Judah that were 
at Jerusalem, saying, 

10 Thus saith Sennaohcrib king of 
Assyria, Whereon do ye trnst, that ye 
ahide in the siege in Jerusalem? 

11 Doth not Ilczekiah persuade you 
to give over yourselves to die by 
famine and by thirst, saying, The 
Lord our God shall deliver us onl of 
the hand of the king of Assyria? 

12 Hath not the samo llezeki&h 
taken away his high places and his 
altars, and oomwanded Judah And 


Jerusalem, saying, Ye shall worship 
before one altar, and bam incense 
upon it? 

13 Know ye not what I and my 
fathers have done unto all the peo¬ 
ple of other lands ? were the gods of 
the nations of those lands any ways 
able to deliver their lands out of 
mine hand ? 

14 Who was there among all the 
gods of those nations that my fathers 
utterly destroyed, that could deliver 
his people out of mine hand that 
your God should be able to deliver 
you out of mine hand? 

15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on this 
manner, neither yet believe bim ; for 
no god of any nation or kingdom was 
ablo to deliver his people out of mine 
hand, and out of the hand of my 
fathers; how much less shall your 
God deliver you out of mine band ? 

16 And his servants spake yet more 
against the Lord God, and against 
his servant Ilezckiah. 

17 He wrote also letters to rail on 
the Lord God of Israel, and to speak 
against him, saying, As the gods of 
the nations of other lands have not 
delivered their people out of mine 
hand, so shall not tne God of Heze 
kiah deliver his people ont of mine 
hand. 

18 Then they cried with a loud 
voice, in the Jews’speech, unto the 
people of Jerusalem that were on tho 
wall, to affright them, and to trouble 
them; that they might take the city. 

19 And they spake against the God 
of Jerusalem, as against the gods of 
the people of tho earth, which were 
the work of the hands of man. 

20 And for this causo Hezekiah the 
king, and the prophet Isaiah the sod 
of Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 

21 And the Lord 9ent an angel, 
whioh out off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leaders and captaim 
in the camp of the king of Assyria 
So he returned with shame of face 
to bis own land. And when he was 
oorao into tho house of his god, they 
that came forth of his own bowels 
slew him there with the sword. 

22 Thus the Lord saved TTeiekiah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
from the hand of Sennacherib the 
king of Assyria, and from tho hand 
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of all other, and guided them on 
every side. 

23 And many brought gifts unto the 
Lord to Jerusalem, and presonts to 
Uczckioh king of Judah; so that ho 
was magnified in the sight of all na¬ 
tions from thenceforth. 

21 In lho.ee days Ilezckinh was sick 
to the death, aod prayed unto the 
Lord ; and he spako unto him, and 
he g ive him a sign. 

25 Bui II czekinh rendered not again 
acccrding to the benefit done unto 
him; for bis heart was lifted up; 
therefore there was wrath upon him, 
and upon Judah and Jerusalem. 

26 Notwithstanding, Ilczckiab hum¬ 
bled himself for the pride of his heart, 
both ho and the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, so that the wrath of the Lord 
came not upon them in the days of 
Ilczckiab. 

27 And Ilczokiah bad exceeding 
much riches and honour; and ho 
made himself treasuries for silver, 
and for gold, and for precious stones, 
and for spices, and for shields, and 
for all manner of pleasant jewels; 

28 Storehouses also for the increase 
of corn, nnd wine, and oil; and stalls 
for all manner of beastB, and ootes 
for flocks. 

29 Moreover he provided him oitieB, 
and possessions of flocks and herds 
in abundance; for God had given 
him substance very much. 

30 This same Ilezokiah also stop¬ 
ped the uppor wotor-oourso of Gihon, 
and brought it straight down to the 
weBt sido of the city of David. And 
Flezekiah prospered in all his works. 

31 Ilowbcit, in the business of tho 
ambassadors of the princes of Baby¬ 
lon, who sent unto him to inquiro 
of the wonder that was done in tho 
land, God loft him, to try him, that 
he might know all that was in hie 
hi art. 

32 Now tho rest of the acts of 
Hozckinh, and his goodness, behold, 
they arc written in the vision of Iso- 
ah the prophet, the son of Amoz, 
and in the book of the kings of Ju¬ 
dah and Israel. 

33 And Ileeckiah slept with his 
fathers, and they burica him in the 
ehiefest of tho sepulchres of the sons 
of David; and all Judah and the in- 
aabHants of Jerusalem did him hon¬

our at his death. And Manasseh hit 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXXIIL 

Manasseh seHeth up idolatry—In earned 
into Babylon—Is released, and putteth 
down idolatry — 17is acts and death — 
Am<m succeeded It him—Amon it slain— 
Josiah succeeded/ him. 

M ANA8SE1I was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned fifty and five years in Jeru¬ 
salem ; 

2 But did that which was evil in 
the sight of (he Lord, like unto the 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
the Lord had cast out before the 
children of Israel. 

3 For he built again the high places 
which Hezekiah his father had 
broken down, and he reared up altars 
for Baalim, and mado groves, and 
worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house 
of tbc Lord, whereof the Lord had 
said, In Jerusalem shall my name be 
for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

6 And he caused hiB children to 
pass through the fire in tbp valley of 
the son of Hinnom ; also he observed 
times, nnd used enchantments, and 
used witchcraft, and dealt with a 
familiar spirit, and with wizards; be 
wrought much evil in the sight of 
the Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And ho set a carved image, the 
idol which he had mado, in the house 
of God, of which God had said to 
David and to Solomon his eon, In 
this house, and in Jerusalem, which 
I have chosen before all the tribes of 
Israel, will I put my name for ever. 

8 Neither will I BDy more remove 
the foot of Israel from out of the land 
whioh I have appointed for your 
fathers; so that they will take hoed 
to do all that I have oommanded 
them, according to the whole law and 
the statutes and the ordinances by 
the band of Moses. 

9 So Manasseh made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and 
to do worse than tho heathen, whom 
the Lord had destroyed before the 
children of iBraol. 

10 And tho Lord spake to Manasseh, 
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and to his people; but they would 
not hearken. 

11 Wherefore the Lord brought 
npon them the captains of the host 
of the king of Assyria, which took 
Manaeseh among the thorn6, and 
bonnd him with fetters, and carried 
him to Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, 
he besought the Lord his God, and 
humbled himself greatly before the 
God of his fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him ; and be 
was entreated of him, and heard his 
supplication, and brought him again 
to Jerusalem into hi9 kingdom. 
Then Manasseh knew that the Lord 
he was God. 

14 Now after this he built a wall 
without the city of David, on the 
west side of GihoD, in the valley, 
even to the entering in at the fish 
gate, and compassed about Ophel, 
and raised it up a very great height, 
and put captains of war in all the 
fenced cities of Judah. 

15 And he took away the strange 
gods, and the idol out of the house 
of the Lord, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house 
of the Lord, and in Jerusalem, and 
cast them out of the city. 

16 Aud he repaired the altar of the 
Lord, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offerings and thank offerings, and 
oommanded Judah to serve the Lord 
God of Israel. 

17 Nevertheless the people did sac¬ 
rifice still in the high places, yet 
unto the Lord their God only. 

18 Now the rest of the acts of 
Manasscb, and bis prayer unto his 
God, and the words of the seers that 
spake to him in the name of the Lord 
God of Israel, behold, they are written 
in the book of the kings of Israel. 

19 His prayer also, and how God 
was entreated of him, and all hie sins, 
and his trespass, and the places 
wherein he built high places, and set 
up grovos and graven images, before 
he was humbled; behold, they are 
written among the sayings of the 
seers. 

20 So Manasseh slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him iu his 
own house; and Amon his son roigned 
in his stead. 

21 Amon was two and twenty years 


old when he began to reign, and 
reigned two years in Jerusalem. 

22 But he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, as did 
Manasseh his father; for Amon 
sacrificed unto all the carved images 
which Manaeseh his father had made, 
and served them; 

23 And humbled not himself before 
the Lord, as Manasseh his father had 
humbled himself; bnt Amon tres¬ 
passed more and more. 

24 And bis servants conspired 
against him, and slew him in hi3 own 
house. 

25 But the people of the land slew 
all them that haa conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the 
land made Josiah his son king in hie 
stead. 

CUArTER XXXIV. 

Josiah destroyeth idolatry—He repairtth the. 
temple—Tut hook of the law—Buldah 
prnphesiflh the desirin')ton of Jerusalem — 
Joinah rennoeth the covenant toith God. 

OSIAH was eight years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem one and thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, and walked 
in tho ways of David his father, and 
declined neither to the right hand, 
nor to the left. 

3 For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet young, he 
began to seek after the God of David 
his father; and in the twelfth year 
he began to purge Judah and Jerusa¬ 
lem from tho high plaoea, and the 
groves, and the carved images, and 
the molten images. 

4 And they brake down the altars 
of Baalim id his presenoe; and the 
images, lhat were on high above 
them, he cut down; and the groves, 
and the carved images, and the molten 
images, he brake in pieces, and made 
dust of them, and strewed it upon the 
graves of them that had sacrificed 
unto thorn. 

5 And he burnt the bones of the 
Hosts upon their altars, and oleansod 
udah and Jerusalem. 

6 And so did he in the cities of 
Manasseh, and Ephraim, and Simeon, 
even unto Naphtali, with their 
mattooks round about. 

7 And when he had broken down 
tho altars and the groves, aud had 
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beaten the graven images into pow¬ 
der, and ont down all the idols 
throughout all the land of Israel, be 
retnrnod to Jerusalem. 

8 Now in the eighteenth year of hie 
reign, when be had purged the land, 
And the house, he Bent Shaphan the 
arm of Azaliab, and Maaseiah the 
governor of the city, and Jonh the 
son of Joahaz the recorder, to repair 
the house of the Lord his God. 

0 And when thoy canio to Hilkiah 
the high priest, they delivered the 
money that was brought into tho 
house of God, which tho Levitos that 
kept the doors had gathered of the 
hand of Mannsseh and Ephraim, and 
of all the remnant of Israel, and of 
a!l Judah and Bonjarain; and thoy 
returned to Jerusalem. 

10 And they put it in the hand of 
the workmen that had the oversight 
of the house of tho Lord, and they 
gave it to the workmen that wrought 
in the house of the Lord, to repair 
and amend tho house; 

11 Even to the artificers and build- 
ors gavo they it, to buy hewn stone, 
and timber for couplings, and to floor 
the houses which tlie kings of Judnh 
had destroyed. 

12 And tho men did the work faith¬ 
fully ; and the overseers of them were 
Jiihath and Obadiah, the Lcvitcs, of 
of the sons of Merari; and Zechariah 
and Meshnllam, of the sons of tho 
Kohathites, to set it forward; and 
other of lhe Levites, all that could 
skill of instruments of niusio. 

13 Also they were over tho benrcr9 
of burdens, and were overseers of all 
that wrought the work in any mnn- 
nor of servioo; and of tho Lovitos 
there were scribes, and offioers, and 
porters. 

14 And when thoy brought out the 
money that was brought into the 
house of the Lord, Hilkiah tho priest 
found a book of the law of the Lord 
given by Moses. 

15 And Hilkiah answered and said 
to Shaphan tho soribo, I havo found 
the book of tho law in tho house of 
tho Lord. And Hilkiah delivered the 
book to Shaphan. 

lft And Shapliau carried the book 
to tho king, and brought the word of 
the king back again, saying, All that 
was com milted to thy servants, they do* 


All 

17 And they have gathered together 
tho money that was found in the 
house of the Lord, and have delivered 
it into the hand of the overseers, and 
to tho hand of the workmen. 

18 Then Shaphan the scrihe told 
the king, saying, Hilkiah the priest 
hath given me n hook. And Shaphan 
read it before the king. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the law, 
that he rent his clothes. 

20 And the king commanded Ilil- 
kiah, and Ahikam the son of Sha- 
phnn, and Abdon the son of Mioah, 
and Shaphan the scribe, and Asaiah 
a servant of the king's, saying, 

21 Go, inquire of tho Lord for me, 
and for them that are left in Israel 
and in Judah, concerning the words 
of the hook that is found; for great 
is the wrath of the Lord that is 
poured out upon us, hecause our 
fathers have not kept the word of 
the Lord, to do after all that is writ¬ 
ten in this book. 

22 And Hilkiah, and they that the 
king had appointed, went to Huldah 
tho prophetess, the wife of Shallum 
the son of Tikvath, the son of Ilasrah, 
keeper of the wardrobo; (now she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in the college;) 
and thoy spako to hor to that effeot. 

23 And sha answered them, Thus 
saitli the Lord God of Israel, Tell ye 
the man that sent you to me, 

24 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will bring ovil upon this place, and 
upon tho inhabitants thereof, even all 
the curses that are written in the 
book which they have read before 
the king of Judah ; 

25 Because they have forsaken me, 
and havo burned incense unto other 
gods, that thoy might provoke me to 
anger with all the works of their 
hands: therefore my wrath shall be 
poured out upon this place, and shall 
not be quenened. 

2ft And as for the king of Judah, 
who sent you to inquire of the Lord, 
so shall ye say unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel concerning the 
words whioh thou hast heard; 

27 Beoause thine heart was tender, 
and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou heardost his words 
against this plaoe, and against the 
inhabitants thereof, and humbledfi 
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thyself before me, and didst rend , 
thy clothes, and weep before me; 

I have even heard thee also, saith 
the Lord. 

28 Behold, I will gather th«e to thy 
fathers, and thoa shalt be gathered 
to thy grave in peace, neither shall 
thine eyes Bee all the evil that I will 
bring upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants of tne same. So they 
brought the king word again. 

29 Then the king sent and gathered 
together all the elders of Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

30 And the king went up into the 
house of the Lord, and all the men 
of Judah, and the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem, and the priests, and the Le- 
vites, and all the people, great and 
small; and he read in their ears all 
the words of the book of the covenant 
that wa9 found in the house of the 
Lord. 

31 And the kiDg stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before the Lord, 
to walk after the Lord, and to keep 
his commandments, and hie testi¬ 
monies, and hie statutes, with all his 
heart, and with all his soul, to per¬ 
form the words of the covenant which 
are written in this book. 

32 And he caused all that were pre¬ 
sent in Jerusalem and Benjamin to 
stand to it. And the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem did according to the cove¬ 
nant of God, the God of their fathers. 

33 And Josiah took away all tho 
abominations out of all the countries 
that pertained to the children of Is¬ 
rael, and made all that were present 
in Israel to serve, even to servo the 
Lord their God. And all his days 
they departed not from following the 
Lord, the God of tbeir fathers. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

Jari&h keepelh a passover—Hr if — La¬ 

mentation» far Josiah. 
OREOVER, Josiah kept a pass- 
over unto tbe Lord in Jerusa¬ 
lem ; and they killed the passover 
ou the fourteenth day of the firBt 
month. 

2 And he set the priests in their 
thargoe, and encouraged them to the 
scrvico of the house of the Lord, 

3 And said unto the Levites that 
taught all Israel, which wore holy 
unto the Lord, Put the holy ark in 
the^house whioh Solomon the son of 


David king of Israel did build; it 
shall not be a burden upon your 
shoulders; serve now the Lord your 
God, and his people Israel, 

4 And prepare yourselves by the 
houses of your fathers, after your 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and according 
to the writing of Solomon his son ; 

5 And stand in the holy place ac¬ 
cording to the divisions of the fami¬ 
lies of the fathers of your brethren 
the people, and after the division of 
the families of the Lcvitcs. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your bre¬ 
thren, that they may do according to 
the word of the Lord by the hand of 
Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, 
of the flock, lambs and kids, all for 
the passover offerings, for all that 
were present, to the number of thirty 
thousand, and three thousand bul¬ 
locks; these were of the king’s sub¬ 
stance. 

8 And his princes gave willingly 
unto the people, to the priests and to 
the Levites; Hilkiah and Zechariah 
and Jchiel, rulers of the house of 
God, gave unto the priests for the 
passover offerings two thousand and 
six hundred small cattle, and three 
hundred oxen. 

9 Couaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
biah and Jciel and Joz&bad, chief of 
the Levites, gave unto the Levites 
for passover offerings five thousand 
small cattle, and five hundred oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and 
the Levites in their courses, accord¬ 
ing to the king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, 
and the priests sprinkled tne blood 
from their hands, and the Levites 
flayed them. 

12 And they removed the bo nit 
offerings, that they might give ao 
cording to the divisions of the fami 
lias of the people, to offer nnto the 
Lord, as it is written in the book of 
Moses. And so did they with the 
oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordinance; 
but the other holy offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans* 




CHAPTER XXXVI. Ml 


*oJ divided them speedily among all 

the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready 
for themselves, and for the priests; 
bocauso tho priests the sons of Aaron 
were busied io offering of burnt offer¬ 
ings and the fat until night; there¬ 
fore the Levites prepared for them- 
eclvoa, and for the priests the sons of 
Aaron. 

15 And the singers the sons of 
Asaph were in their place according 
to tne commandment of David, and 
Asaph, and Uemau, and Jeduthun 
Lhc king’s seer; and the porters 
waited at every gate; they might not 
depart from their service; for their 
brethren the Levites prepared for 
them. 

10 So all the service of tho Lord was 
prepared the samo day, to keep tho 
passover, and to offer burnt offerings 
upon the altar of tho Lord, according 
to the commandment of king Josiah. 

17 And the ohildren of Israel that 
wero present kept the pnssover at 
that time, and the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days. 

IS Aod there was no passover like 
to that kept in Israel from the days 
of Samuol tho prophet; neither did 
all tho kings of Israel keep such a 
pnssover as Josiah kept, nnd tho 
priosts, and the Levitos, and all Ju¬ 
dah and Israel that wore present, aud 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

19 In tho eighteenth year of the reign 
of Josiah was this passover kept. 

20 After all this, when Josiah had 
prepared tho temple, Nccho king of 
Egypt came un to light against Char- 
ohomisb by Euphrates; and Josiah 
went out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying, What have I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? I corno not 
against thee Ibis day, but against the 
house wherewith I havo war; for God 
commanded mo to make hasto; for¬ 
bear theo from meddling with God, 
whi is with mo, that he destroy thee 
not. 

22 Nevertheless Josiah would not 
turn his faoe from him, but disguisod 
himself, that ho might light with him, 
and hourkenod not unto the words 
of Necho frotu the mouth of God, and 
caiuc to fight in the valley of Me- 
giddo 


23 And the archers shot at king 
Josiah; and the king said to his ser¬ 
vants ; Ilave me away; for I am sore 
wounded. 

24 His servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put him in 
the second chariot that he had; and 
they brought him to Jerusalem, and 
he died, and was buried in one of 
tho sepulchres of his fathers. And 
all Judah and Jerusalem mourned for 
Josiah. 

25 And Jeremiah lamented for Jo¬ 
siah; and all the singing men and 
the singing women spake of Josiah 
in their lamentations to this day, und 
made them an ordinance in Israel; 
and, behold, they are written in the 
lamentations. 

26 Now the rest of the aots of Jo¬ 
siah, and his goodness, according to 
that which was written in the law of 
the Lord, 

27 And his deeds, first and last, be¬ 
hold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

Jeboahat deposed by I’haraoh, and carried 
into Egypt—Jeboiakim carried bound into 
Babylon—Jeboiacbin brought into Baby¬ 
lon—Zedekiah despiseth Ou prophets, and 
rcbelleth against Ndruchadnjtzzar — Jerusa¬ 
lem destroyed — The proclamation of Cyrus. 

HEN tho people of the laud took 
Jchoahaz tho son of Josiah, and 
mode him king in his father's stead 
in Jerusalem. 

2 .Jchoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when ho began to roign, aud 
ho reigned three months in Jerusalem. 

3 And the king of Egypt put him 
down at Jerusalem, nnd condemned 
the land in a hundred talents of sil¬ 
ver and a talent of gold. 

4 And tho king of Egypt made Elia- 
kim his brothor king over Judah and 
Jerusalem, and turned his namo to 
Johoiakim. And Nuoho took Johoa- 
haz his brother, and oarried him to 
Egypt. 

5 Johoiakim was twenty and five 
years old whon ho began to reign, 
and ho reigned clovon years in Jeru¬ 
salem ; and he did that whioh was evil 
in the sight of the Lord his God. 

6 Against him came up Nobnohad- 
nezzar king of Babylon, and bound 
him in fetters, to oarry him to Baby¬ 
lon. 
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7 Nebuohadnezzar also carried of the 
Teasels of the house of the Lord to 
Babylon, aud put them in his temple 
at Bahylon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoiakim, and hie abominations which 
he did, and that which wae found in 
him, behold, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Israel and Ju¬ 
dah; and Jehoiachin his son reigned 
in his stead. 

9 Jehoinchin wae eight years old 
when he began to reign, And he reign¬ 
ed three months and ten days in Je¬ 
rusalem ; and he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 

10 And when the year was ex- 
ired, king Nebuohadnezzar sent, and 
rought him to Babylon, with the 

goodly vessels of the house of the 
Lord, and made Zedekiah his brother 
king over Judah and Jerusalem. 

11 Zedekiah was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 

12 And he did that whioh was evil 
in the sight of the Lord his God, and 
humbled not himself before Jeremiah 
the prophet speaking from the mouth 
of the Lord. 

13 And he also rebelled against king 
Nebuohadnezzar, who hnd made him 
swoar by God ; but he stiffened his 
neck, and hardened his heart from 
turning unto the Lord God of Israel. 

14 Moreover all the chief of the 
priests, and the people, transgressed 
very muoh after all tne abominations 
ofthe heathen; and polluted the house 
of the Lord which he had hallowod in 
Jerusalem. 

15 And the Lord God of their fa¬ 
thers sent to them by his messengers, 
rising op betimes, and Bonding; be- 
oanse be had compassion on his peo¬ 
ple, and on his dwelling-place; 

10 But they mocked the messengers 
of God, and despised hi9 worde, and 


misused his prophets, until the wrath 
of the Lord arose against his people, 
till there was no remedy. 

17 Therefore he brought upon them 
the king of the Chaldees, who slew 
their young men with the sword in 
the house of their sanctuary, and had 
no compassion upon young man or 
maiden, old man, or him that stooped 
for age; he gave them all into his 
hand. 

18 And all the ressels of the house 
of God, great and small, and the trea¬ 
sures of the bouse of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king, and of his 

f mnees; all these he brought to Baby- 
on. 

19 And they burnt the house of 
God, and brake down the wall of Je¬ 
rusalem, aud burnt all the palaces 
thereof with fire, and destroyed all 
the goodly vessels thereof. 

20 And them that had escaped from 
the-sword carried he away to Baby¬ 
lon ; where they were servants to him 
and his sons until the reign of the 
kingdom of ^Persia; 

21 To fulfil the word of the Lord 
by the mouth of Jeremiah, until the 
land had enjoyed her sabbaths ; for as 
long as Bhe lay desolate she kept sab¬ 
bath, to fulfil three-score and ton years. 

22 Now in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of the 
Lord spoken by the mouth of Jere¬ 
miah might be aooomplished, the Lord 
stirred up tbo spirit of Cyrus king 
of Persia, that he made a proclama¬ 
tion throughout all his kingdom, and 
put it also in writing, saying, 

23 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
All the kingdoms of the earth hath 
the Lord God of heaven given me; 
and he hath charged me to build him 
a house in Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. Who is there among you of 
all his people? The Lord his God bo 
with him, and let him go up. 
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OHAPTBR I. 

The prodamatum of Cyrus—The return — 
Cyrus rrrtfrreth the vessels of the temple. 

OW in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that the word of 
the Lord by the mouth of Jeremiah 


might be fulfilled, the Lord stirred 
up the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, 
that he made a proclamation through¬ 
out all his kingdom, and put it also 
in writing, saying, 

2 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
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The Lord God of heaven hath given 
mo all the kingdoms of the earth; 
and he hath charged me to build him 
a bouso at Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. 

3 Who is there among yon of all 
bis people ? his Qod he with him, and 
let nim go up to Jerusalem, whioh is 
in Judah, and build the house of the 
Lord God of Israel, (he is the God,) 
which is in Jerusalem. 

4 And whosocTcr remaineth in any 

place where he sojoumeth, let the 
men of his place help him with sil¬ 
ver, and witn gold, and with goods, 
and with heAsts, besides the freewill 
offering for the house of God that is 
in Jerusalem. * 

6 Then rose up the ohief of the 
fathers of Judah and Benjamin, and 
tho priests, and the Lcvites, with all 
them whose spirit God had raised, 
to go up to build the house of the 
Lord which is in Jerusalem. 

6 And all they that were about 
them strengthened their hands with 
vessels of silver, with gold, with 
goods, and with beasts, and with 
preoious things, besides all that was 
willingly offered. 

7 Also Cyrus the king brought forth 
the vessels of the house of the Lord, 
which Nebuchadnezzar had brought 
forth out of Jerusalem, and had put 
them in the house of his gods; 

9 Even those did Cyrus king of 
Persia bring forth by the hand of 
Mitbredath the treasurer, and num¬ 
bered them unto Sheshbazzar, the 
prinoe of Judah. 

6 And this is the number of them ; 
thirty chargers of gold, a thousand 
chargers of silver, nine and twenty 
knives, 

10 Thirty basins of gold, silver 
basins of a second sort four hundred 
and ten, and other vessels a thousand. 

11 All tho vessels of gold and of 
silver were five thousand and four 
hundred. AH theso did Sheshbazzar 
bring np with them of tho captivity 
that wore brought up from Babylon 
unto Jerusalem.

58 All the Nethinim, and the chil¬ 
dren of Solomon's servants, were three 
hundred ninety and two. 

59 And these were they which went 
up from Tcl-mela, Tel-harsa, Che¬ 
rub, Addan, and Immer; but they 
could not show their father’s house, 
and their seed, whether they were of 
Israel; 

60 The children of Delaiah, the 
children of Tobiah, the children of 
Nckodah, six hundred fifty and two. 

61 And of the children of the 
priests; tho children of Habaiah, the 
children of Koz, the children of Bar- 
zillai; which look a wife of tho daugh¬ 
ters of Barzillai the Gileadite, and 
was called after their name; 

62 These sought their register 
among those that were reckoned by 
genealogy, but they were not fouad; 
thereforo were they, as polluted, put 
from tho priesthood. 

63 And the Tirsh&tha said unto 
them, that they should not eat of tho 
most holy things, till there stood up 
a priest with Urirn and with Thum- 
mim. 

64 The whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three 
hundred and threo-soore, 

65 Besidos their servants and their 
maids, of whom there were seven 
thousand three hundred thirty and 
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wren; and there were among them 
two hundred BiDging men and ainging 
women. 

60 Their horses were seven hundred 
thirty and six; their mules, two hun¬ 
dred forty and five; 

67 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five; their asses, six thousand 
Bcven hundred and twenty. 

08 And soino of the ohief of the 
fathers, when they come to the house 
of the Lord which is at Jerusalem, 
offered freely for the house of God to 
set it up in his place; 

09 They gave after their ability 
unto the treasure of the work three¬ 
score and one thousand drams of 
gold, and five thousand poundB of 
silver, and one hundred prlosts’ gar¬ 
ments. 

70 So the priests, and the Levitcs, 
and some of the people, and the sing¬ 
ers, and the porters, and the Ncthi- 
oim, dwelt in their cities, and all 
Israel in their cities. 

CHAPTER III. 

77i< aUar set up — Offerings — Workmen — 
The foundations of the temple are laid. 
NI> when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Israel 
woro in the cities, the people ga¬ 
thered themselves together ab ono 
man to Jerusalem. 

2 Then stood up Jeshun the eon of 
Jozndnk, and his hrothren the priests, 
and Zerubabhel tbc son of Shcaltiel, 
and his brethron, and builded the 
altar of tho God of Israel, to offer 
burnt offerings thereon, as it is writ¬ 
ten in the law of Moses the man of 
God. 

3 And they set tho altar upon hie 
bases; for fear was upon them be¬ 
cause of tho people of those coun¬ 
tries; and they offered burnt offerings 
thereon unto the Lord, evon burnt 
offerings morning and evening. 

4 They kept also the feast of tabei- 
nnolos as it is written, and offered 
the daily burnt offerings by number, 
aooording to tho custom, as the duty 
of every day required; 

0 And afterward offered tho oon- 
tlnual burnt offering, both of tho new 
moons, and of all the set feasts of the 
Lori that wore consecrated, and of 
every one that willingly offered a 
free-will offering unto tho Lord. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
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month began they to offer burnt offer¬ 
ings unto the Lord. But the founda¬ 
tion of tho temple of the Lord was not 
yet laid. 

7 They gave inonoy also unto the 
masons, and to the carpenters; and 
meat, and drink, and oil, onto them 
of Zidon, and to thorn of Tyre, to 
bring cedar trees from Lebanon to 
the sea of Joppa, according to the 
grant that they nad of Gyrus king of 
Persia. 

8 Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the houso of God at Jc* 
rusalom, in tho second month, began 
Zerubbahel the son of ShealticI, and 
Jcshua the son of Jozadak, and the 
remnant of their brethren the priests 
and the Levitcs, and all they that 
were oome out of the captivity unto 
Jerusalem; and appointed the Lo- 
vites, from twenty years old and up¬ 
ward, to set forward the work of the 
house of the Lord. 

9 Then stood Jcshua with his sons 
and his brethren, Kadmiel and his 
sons) tho sons of Judah, together, to 
set forward tho workmen in the 
houso of God; the sons of Henadad, 
with their sons and their brethren the 
Lovites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lord, 
they set tho priests in their apparel 
with trumpets, and the Levites the 
sons of Asaph, with cymbals, to praise 
the Lord, after the ordinance of Da¬ 
vid king of Israel. 

11 And thoy sang together by oonrse 
in praising and giving thanks Qnto 
the Lord; because he is good, for 
his meroy enduroth f6r ever toward 
Israel. And all the people shouted 
with a groat shout when tney praised 
the Lord, because the foundation of 
the houso of the Lord was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and 
Levites and chief of the fathers, who 
were ancient men, that had seen tho 
first house, when tho foundation of 
this house was laid before their eyes, 
wept with a loud voioe; and many 
shouted aloud for joy; 

13 So that the people oould not 
discern tho noise of the shout of joy 
from the noise of the weeping of the 
people; for the people shouted with 
a loud shout, and tho noise was heard 
afar off. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

The adversaries hinder the budding of the 
temple. 

OW when the adversaries of Ju¬ 
dah and Benjamin heard that 
the children of the captivity builded 
the temple unto the Lord God of 
Israel; 

2 Then they came to Zerubabbe), 
and to the ohief of the fathers, and 
said unto them. Let ns build with 
you; for we seek your God as ye do; 
and we do sacrifice unto him since the 
days of Esar-baddon king of Assur, 
which brought us up hither. 

3 But Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and 
the rest of the chief of the fathers 
of Israel, said unto them, Ye have 
nothing to do with us to build a 
house unto our God; but we our¬ 
selves together will build unto the 
Lord God of Israel, as king Cyrus 
the king of Persia hath commanded 
us. 

4 Then the people of the land 
weakened the bands of the people of 
Judah, and troubled them in build¬ 
ing, 

5 And hired oounBellors against 
them, to frustrate their purpose, all 
the dayB of Cyrus king of Persia, 
even until Lhe reign of Darius king 
of Persia. 

0 And in tho reign of Ahasuerus, 
in the beginning of his reign, wrote 
they unto him an accusation against 
the inhabitants of Judah and Jeru¬ 
salem. 

7 And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, 
and the rest of their companions, 
unto Art&xerxes king of Persia; and 
the writing of the letter was written 
in the Syrian tongue, and interpreted 
in the Syrian tonguo. 

8 Rchum the ohancellor and Shim- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king in 
this sort; 

0 Tbon wrote Rebum the ohanocl- 
lor, and Shimshai the soribe, and the 
rest of their companions; the Dina- 
ites, the Apbarsatnobites, the Tarpel- 
Ites, the Ap hareitee, the Arcbevites, 
the Babylonians, the Susanchites, tho 
Dehavites, and the Elamites, 

10 And the rest of the nations 
whom the great and noble Asn&pper 
orougbt over, and set in the cities of 


Samaria, and the rest that are on 
this side the river, and at such a 
lime. 

11 This is the copy of the letter 
that they sent unto him, even unto 
Artaxorxee the king ; Thy servants 
the men on this side the river, and 
at such a time. 

12 Be it known onto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from thee to 
us are come unto Jerusalem, building 
the rebellious and the bad city, and 
have set up tho walls thereof, and 
joined the foundations. 

13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls set up again, then will they nut 
pay toll, tribute, and custom, and so 
thou 9halt endamage the revenue of 
the king9. 

14 Now because we have main 
tenance from the king’s palace, and it 
was not meet for us to see the king s 
dishonour, therefore have we sent and 
certified the king ; 

15 That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers : 
so ehult thou find in the book of the 
records, and know that this city is 
a rebellious city, and hurtful UQto 
kings and provinces, and that they 
have moved sedition within the same 
of oid time; for which cause was this 
city destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this 
city be builded again, and the walls 
thereof set up, by this means thou 
shalt have no portion on this side the 
river. 

17 Then sent tho king an answer 
unto Rehum the chancellor, and to 
Shimshai the scribe, and to the rest 
of their companions that dwell in 
Samaria, and unto the rest beyond 
the river, Peace, and at such a time. 

18 The letter whioh ye BeDt unto 
□s hath been plainly read before me. 

19 And I commanded, and search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this oity of old timo hath made in 
surrection against kings, and that re¬ 
bellion and sedition have been made 
therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings 
also over Jerusalem, which have 
ruled over all countries beyond the 
rivor; and toll, tribute, and oustom, 
was paid onto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment to 
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cause these men Lo cease, and that 
this city bo Dot builded, until an¬ 
other commandment shall be given 
from me. 

22 Take heed now that yo fail not 
to do this ; why should damage grow 
to tho hart of tho kings ? 

23 Now when the copy of king 
Artaxerxes’ letter was read before 
Rohum, and Shimshai the soribe, 
and their companions, they went up 
in haste lo Jerusalem uuto the Jews, 
and made Ihem to cease by force and 
power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the 
houso of Qod which is at Jerusalem. 
So it oeased unto the second year of 
the reign of Darius king of Persia. 

CHAPTER V. 

Zerubbabel and Jtihua tel forward the 
building of the temple. 

HEN the prophets, Haggai the 
prophet, and Zeohariah the son 
of lddo, prophesied unto tho Jews 
that wore in Judah and Jerusalem in 
the name of the God of Israel, even 
unto them. 

2 Then rose up Zeruhbahel the son 
of Shealtiel, and JeBhua the son of 
Jozadak, and began to build the 
house of God whioh is at Jerusalem; 
and with them were the prophets of 
God helping them. 

3 At toe same time oamo to them 
Tatuai, governor on this side tho 
river, and Shcthar-boznai, and their 
companions, and said thus unto them, 
Who hath commanded you to build 
this houso, and to make up this 
wall 7 

4 Then said we unto them after 
this manner, What are the names of 
the men that make this building? 

5 But the eye of their God was 
upon the elders of the Jews, that they 
could not oauso them to cease, till the 
mattor came to Darius; and then 
they returned answer by letter oon- 
oorning this matter. 

8 The oopy of the letter that Tat- 
oai, govornor on this side tho river, 
and Shcthar-botnai, and his com¬ 
panions the Apharsaohitos, whioh 
wore on Ibis side the rivor, sent unto 
Darius tho king; 

7 Thoy sent a letter unto him, 
whereiu was written thus; Unto 
Darius the king, all peace. 

8 Bo it known uuto the king, that 
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we wont Into the provinoe of Judea, 
to the house of the great God, whioh 
is builded with great stones, and 
timber is laid in the walls, and this 
work gooth fast on, and prosporeth 
in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and 
said unto them thus, Who command¬ 
ed you to build this house, and to 
make up these walls ? 

10 We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them. 

11 And thus they returned us an¬ 
swer, saying, We are the servants of 
the God of heaven and earlh, and 
huild tho house that was builded 
these many years ago, which a 
great king of Israel huilded and set 
up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into tho hand 
of Nebuchadnezzar the king of Baby¬ 
lon, the Chaldean, who destroyed this 
house, and carried tho people away 
into Babylon. 

13 But in the firBtyear of Cyrus the 
king of Babylon, the same king Cyrus 
made a dccroe to build this house of 
God. 

14 And the vessels also of gold and 
silver of tho house of God, whioh 
Nebuchadnezzar took out of the tem¬ 
ple that was in Jerusalem, and brought 
them into the temple of Babylon, 
those did Cyrus the king take out 
of tho temple of Babylon, and they 
were delivered unto one, whose name 
was Shoshbazzar, whom he had made 
governor; 

15 And said unto him, Take these 
vessels, go, oarry them into the 
temple that is in Jerusalem, and let 
tho house of God be builded in his 
place. 

19 Then came the same Sheshbaa- 
zar, and laid the foundation of the 
house of God whioh is in Jerusalem; 
and since that timo even until now 
hath it been in building, and yet it 
is not finished. 

17 Now therefore, if it seem good to 
the king, let there be search made 
in the king’s treasuro house, which 
is thore at Babylon, whether it bo so, 
that a deoree was made of Cyrus the 
king to build this house of God at 
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Jerusalem, and let the king send his 
pleasure to us concerning this mat¬ 
ter. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Darius favoureth the building—The temple is 

finished—The dedication—The passover. 
1IEN Darius the king made a 
decree, and search was made in 
tbe house of tho rolls, where the 
treasures were laid up in Babylon. 

2 And there was found at Ach- 
metha, in the palace that is in the 
province of the Medes, a roll, and 
therein was a record thus written ; 

3 In the first year of Cyrus the 
king, the same Cyrus the king made 
a decree concerning the house of God 
at Jerusalem, Lei the house he huilded, 
the ptac^ where they offered sacrifices, 
and let the foundations thereof be 
strongly laid; tho height thereof 
three-score cubits, and the breadth 
thereof three-score cubits ; 

4 With three rows of great Btoncs, 
and a row of new timber; and let the 
expenses be given out of the king’s 
house; 

5 And also let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
temple which is at Jorus&lem, and 
brought unto Babylon, be restored, 
and brought again unto the temple 
whioh is at Jerusalem, every one to 
his place, and plaoe them in the house 
of God. 

0 Now therefore, Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
your companions tho Apharsnchites, 
which are heyond tho river, be ye far 
from thence; 

7 Let the work of this house of God 
alone ; let the governor of the Jews 
and the elders of tbe Jews build this 
house of God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree wbat 
ye shall do to the elders of these 
Jews for tbe building of this house 
of God; that of the king’s goods, 
even of the tribute beyond the river, 
forthwith expenses be given unto 
these men, tnat they be not hin¬ 
dered. 

9 And that which thoy have need 
of, both young bullooks, and mms, 
and lambs, for the burnt offerings of 
the God of heaven, wheat, salt, wino, 
and oil, aooording to the appointment 
of tbe priests which are at Jerusalem, 


let it be given thorn day by day with¬ 
out fail; 

10 That they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savours unto tbe God of heaven, 
and pray for the life of the king, and 
of hie sons. 

11 Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from hie 
house, and being set up, let him be 
hanged thereon ; and let his house be 
made a dung-hill for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused 
his name to dwell there destroy all 
kings and people, that shall pot to 
their hand to alter and to destroy 
this house of God which is at Jeru¬ 
salem. I Darius have made a decree; 
let it be done with speed. 

13 Then Tatoai, governor on this 
side the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
their companions, according to that 
which Davius the king had sent, so 
they did speedily. 

14 -And the ciders of the Jews 
huilded, and they prospered through 
the prophesying of Iluggai the prophet 
and Zcchariah the son of Iddo. And 
they huilded, and finished it, according 
to the commandment of tbe God of 
Israel, and according to the com¬ 
mandment of Cyrus, and Darius, and 
Artaxerxes king of Persia. 

15 And this house was finished on 
the third day of the month Adar, 
which was in the sixth year of tbo 
reign of Darius the king. 

10 And the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and the rest 
of the children of the captivity, kept 
the dedication of this bouse of God 
with joy, 

17 And offered at the dedication of 
this house of God a hundred bullocks, 
two hundred raui9, four hundred 
lambs ; and for a sin offering for all 
Israel, twelve he goats, according to 
the number of the tribes of Israel. 

18 And they set tho priests in their 
divisions, and tbe Levites in theii 
courses, for the service of God, which 
is at Jerusalem ; as it is written in 
the book of Mosob. 

19 And the children of tho captivity 
kept the passover upon the fourteenth 
day of the first month. 

20 For the priests and the Leviter 
were purifica together, all of them 
were pure, and killed the passover 
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for »U the children of (he captivity, 
and for their brethren the priests, 
and for themselves. 

21 And tho children of Israel, which 
wore como again out of captivity, 
and all such as had separated them¬ 
selves unto them from tho filthiness 
of the heathen of the land, to seek 
the Lord God of Israel, did oat, 

22 And kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with joy ; for the 
Lord hud made them joyful, and 
turned the heart of the king of 
Assyria unto them, to strengthen 
their hands in the work of tho house 
of God, the God of Israel. 

CltA1TEK VII. 

£rra goeih up to Jerusalem. 

OW after these things, in tbo 
reign of Artaxerxes king of 
Persia, Ezra the son of Scraiah, the 
son of Azariah, the son of Hilkiah, 

2 The son of Shallum, the eon of 
Zudok, tho sou of Ahitub, 

3 Tho son of Amariah, tho son of 
Azariah, tho son of Mcraiotb. 

4 Tho son of Zerahiah, the bod of 
Uzzi, tho son of Bukki, 

5 Tho son of Abishua, the son of 
Phinehas, tho son of Elcazar, the son 
of Aaron the chief priest; 

G This Ezra went up from Babylon; 
and ho was a ready scribe in tho law 
of Moses, which tho Lord God of 
Israel had given; and the king 
granted him all his request, according 
to tho hand of the Lord his God upon 
him. 

7 And there wont up some of tho 
ohildren of Israel, and of the priests, 
and the Lovites, and tho Bingers, and 
the porters, and tho Nethiniin, unto 
Jorusalem, in tho sevonth year of 
Artaxerxes the king. 

6 And he oarno to Jerusalem in the 
fifth month, which was in tho seventh 
year of tho king. 

9 For upon the first day of tho first 
month began he to go up from Baby¬ 
lon, and on the first day of tho fifth 
month oarne be to Jerusalem, accord¬ 
ing to the good hand of his God upon 
him. 

10 For Ezra had prepared bis heart 
to seek (he law of the Lord, and to 
do it, and to tcaoh in Israol statutes 
and judgments. 

11 Now this is the oopy of tho lotter 
that tbo king Arlaiorxes gave unto 
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Ezra the priest, the scribe, even a 
scribe of llie words of tho command* 
ments of the Lord, and of bis statutes 
to Israel. 

12 Artaxcrxcs, king of kings, unto 
Ezra tho priest, a scribe of the law 
of the God of heaven, perfect peace, 
and at such a time. 

13 I make a decree, that all they of 
the people of Israel, and of his 
priests and Lovites, in my realm, 
whioh are minded of their own free 
will to go up to Jerusalem, go with 
thee. 

14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of 
the king, and of his seven counsellors, 
to inquire concerning Judah and 
Jerusalom, according to the law of 
thy God which is in thine hand; 

15 And to carry the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counsellors 
have freely offered unto the God of 
Israel, whose habitation is in Jeru¬ 
salem, 

16 And all the silver and gold thal 
thou canst find in all the provinoeof 
Babylon, with the free-will offering 
of (he poople, and of the priests, offer¬ 
ing willingly for the house of their 
God which is in Jerusalem; 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, 
lambs, with their meat offerings and 
their drink offerings, and offer them 
upon tho altar of the house of your 
God which is in Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good 
to thee, and to thy brethren, to do 
with the rest of the silver and the 
gold, that do after the will of your 
God. 

19 Tho vessels also that are given 
thee for the service of the house of 
thy God, those deliver thou before 
(he God of Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be 
needful for the house of tby God, 
which thou shalt have occasion to 
bestow, bestow it out of the king's 
treasure houso. 

21 And 1, oven I Artaxorxes the 
king, do make a dccrco to all tho 
treasurers whioh are beyond the riv¬ 
er, that whatsoever Ezra tho priest, 
the scribe of the law of the God of 
houven, shall require of you, it be 
done speedily, 

22 Unto a hundred talents of silver, 
and to a hundred measures of wheat. 
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and lo a hundred baths of wine, and 
to a hundred baths of oil, and salt 
without prescribing how much. 

23 Whatsoever is commanded by 
the God of heaven, let it be diligently 
done for the house of the God of 
heaven; for why should there be 
wrath against the realm of the king 
and his sons ? 

24 Also we certify you, that, touch¬ 
ing any of the priests and Levites, 
singers, porters, Nethinim, or min¬ 
isters of this house of God, it shall 
not be lawful to impose toll, tributo, 
or custom, upon them. 

25 And thou, Ezra, after the wis¬ 
dom of thy God, that is in thine 
haod, set magistrates and judges, 
which may judge all the people that 
are beyond the river, all such as 
know the laws of thy God; and 
teach yo them that know them not. 

26 And whosoevor will not do the 
law of thy God, and the law of tho 
king, let judgment be executed speedi¬ 
ly upon him, whether it be unto death, 
or to banishment, or to confiscation 
of goods, or to imprisonment. 

27 Blessed be the Lord God of our 
fathers, which hath put such a thiug 
as this in the king's heart, to beauti¬ 
fy the house of the Lord which is in 
Jerusalem; 

28 And hath extended mercy unto 
me before the king, and his counsel¬ 
lors, and before all the king’s mighty 
princes. And I was strengthened as 
the hand of the Lord my God was 
upon me, and I gathered together 
out of Israel chief men to go up with 
me. 

CHAPTER VU1. 

The companions of Ezra—He tmdeih to 
Iddo—He keepeth a fast. 

HESE are now the chief of their 
fathers, and this is the genealogy 
of them that went up with me from 
Babylon, in the reign of Artaxerxcs 
the king. 

2 Of the sons of Phinehas; Ger- 
shom; of the sons of Ithainar; Dan¬ 
iel; of the sons of David; Hatlush. 

3 Of the eons of Shechaniah, of the 
sons of Pharosh; Zechariah; and with 
him wore reckoned by gonealogy of 
the males a hundred aud fifty. 

4 Of the sons of Pahath-moab; 
Elihoenai the son of Zerahiah, and 
with him two hundred malos. 


5 Of the sons of Shechaniah ; the 
son of Jahaziel, and with him three 
hundred males. 

6 Of the sons also of Adin ; Ebed 
the son of Jonathan, and with him 
fifty rnal es. 

7 And of the sons of Elam ; Jesha- 
iah the son of Athaliah, and with 
him seventy males. 

8 And of the sons of Shephatiah ; 
Zebadiah the son of Michael, and 
with him four-score males. 

9 Of the sons of Joab; Obadiah the 
son of Jehiel, and with him two 
hundred and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sous of Shelomith; 
the son of Josiphiah, and with him a 
hundred and three-score males. 

11 And of the sons of Bebai; Zecha¬ 
riah the son of Bebai, and with him 
twenty and eight males. 

12 And of tho sons of Azgad ; Jo- 
hanan the son of Hakkatan, and with 
him a hundred and ten males. 

13 And of the last sous of Adoni- 
kam, whose names are these, Eliphe- 
let, Jeicl, aud Shemaiah, and with 
them tbrec-score males. 

14 Of the eons also of Bigvai; 
Uthai, and Zabbud, and with them 
seveuty males. 

15 Aud I gathered them together 
to the river that runneth to Ahava; 
aud there abode we in tents three 
days; and I viewed the people, and 
the priests, and found there none of 
the sons of Levi. 

16 Then sent I for Eliczor, for Ariel, 
for Shemaiuh, and for Elnathan, and 
for Jarib, and for Elnathan, and for 
Nathan, and for Zechariah, and for 
Meshullam, chief men; also for Joi- 
arib, and for Elnathan, men of under¬ 
standing. 

17 And I sent them with oommand- 
rnent unto Iddo the ohief at the place 
Casiphia, and I told them what they 
should say unto Iddo, and to his 
brethren the Nethinim, at the plaoe 
Casiphia, that they should bring unto 
us ministers for the house of our 
God. 

IS And by the good hand of our 
God upon us they brought us a man 
of understanding, of the sons of 
Mahli, the son of Lovi, the son of 
Israel; and Sherobiah, with hi9 sons 
and his brothrou, eighteen; 

19 And Hashabiah, and with him 
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Jeahalah of the bods of Mcrari, his 
brethren and thoir bods, twenty ; 

20 Also of tho Nethiuim, whom 
David and the priDcos had appointed 
for the servico of the Lovites, two 
hundred and twenty Nethinim; all 
of them were expressed by name. 

21 Then I proclaimed a fast there, 
at tho river of Ahava, that wo might 
afflict ourselves boforo our God, to 
seek of him a right way for as, and 
for our little ones, and for all our 
substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to require 
of the king a build of soldiers and 
horsomen to help us against the 
enemy in the way ; because we had 
spoken unto tho king, saying, The 
hand of our God is upon all them 
for good that seek him; hut his 
power and his wrath is against all 
them that forsake him. 

23 So we fasted and besought our 
God for this; and ho was entreated 
of UB. 

24 Then I separated twelvo of the 
ohiof of the priests, Shercbiah, 
Elasbabiah, and ten of their brethren 
with them, 

25 And weighed unto them the 
silver, and the gold, and the vessels, 
evon the offoring of the house of our 
God, whioh tho king, and his coun¬ 
sellors, aud his lords, and all Israel 
there present, had offered ; 

2G I even weighed unto their hand 
six hundrod and lifty talents of silver, 
And silver vossels a hundred talents, 
and of gold a hundred talents; 

27 Also Iwouty basins of gold, of a 
thousand drains ; and two vessels of 
fine copper, precious as gold. 

28 And I said unto them, Ye aro 
holy unto tho Lord ; tho vessels are 
holy also; and tho silvor aud tho 
gold are a freo-will offering unto the 
Lord God of your fathers. 

20 Watch yo, and keep them, until 
ye woigh them bofore tho chief of 
the priosta and the Lcvitos, and chief 
of too fathors of Israel, at Jerusalem, 
in the chambers of tho house of tho 
Lord. 

30 So took the priostB and the Lcv¬ 
itos the weight of the silver, and tho 
gold, and tho vessels, to hring them to 
Jerusalem unto tho house of our God. 

31 Then we departod from the river 
>f Ahava on the twelfth day of the 


first month, to go unto Jerusalem; 
and the hand of our God was upon 
us, and he delivered ua from the hand 
of the enemy, and of suoh as lay in 
wait by the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, aud 
abode there three days. 

33 Now on the fourth day was the 
silver and the gold and the vessels 
weighed in the house of our God by 
the hand of Meremolh the son of 
Uriah tho priest; and with him was 
Eleazar tho son of Phinehas; and 
with them was Jozabad the son of 
Jcshua, and Noadiah the son of Bin- 
nui, Lcvites; 

34 By number and by weight of 
every one; and all the weight was 
written at that timo. 

35 Also the children of those that 
had been carried away, which were 
come out of the captivity, offered 
burnt offerings unto the God of Israel, 
twelvo bullocks for all Israel, ninety 
and six rams, seventy and seven 
lambs, twelve ho goats for a sin offer¬ 
ing; all this was a burnt offering 
unto tho Lord. 

36 And thoy delivered the king's 
commissions unto the king’s lieuten¬ 
ants, and to the governors on this 
side tho rivor; and they furthered 
tho people, and the house of God. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Affinity of the people with stranger !— Ktra’t 
prayer . 

OW when these things were 
done, the princes oame to me, 
saying, The peoplo of Israel, and the 
priests, and the Levites, have not 
separated themselves from the peo¬ 
ple of the lands, doing According to 
their ahominations, oven of the Ca- 
naanites, the Ililtitea, the Porizzites, 
the Jobusites, the Ammonites, the 
Moabites, the Egyptians, and the 
Amorites. 

2 For they have taken of thoir 
daughters for themselves, and for 
their sons; so that the holy seed 
have mingled themselves with the 
people of those lands; yea, Iho hand 
of tne prinoos and r.ulors hath been 
ohiof in this trespass. 

3 And when I heard this thing, I 
ront my garment nnd my mantle, 
and plucked off the hair of my head 
and of my hoard, and Bat down ai- 
toniod. 
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4 Then were assembled unto me 
every one that trembled at the words 
of the God of Israel, because of the 
transgression cf those that had been 
carried away; and I sat astonied 
cntil tho evening sacrifice. 

5 And at the evening sacrifice I 
arose np from my heaviness; and 
having rent my garment and my 
mantle, I fell upon my knees, and 
spread out my hands unto the Lord 
my God, 

6 And said, 0 my God, I am 
ashamed and blush to lift up my face 
to thee, my God; for our iniquities 
are increased over our head, and our 
trespass is grown up unto the hea¬ 
vens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers 
have we been in a great trespass 
unto this day; and for our iniquities 
have we, our kings, and our priests, 
been delivered into the hand of the 
kings of the lands, to tho sword, to 
captivity, and to a spoil, and to con¬ 
fusion of face, as it is this day. 

8 And now for a little space grace 
hath beeD showed from the Lord our 
God, to leave us a remnant to escape, 
and to give us a nail in his holy 
place, that our God may lighten our 
eyes, and give us a little reviving in 
our bondage. 

9 For we were bond-men; yet our 
God hath not forsaken us in our 
hondage, but bath extended mercy 
onto us in the sight of the kings of 
Persia, to give us a reviving, to set 
np the house of our God, and to re¬ 
pair the desolations thereof, and to 
give us a wall in Judah aud in Jeru¬ 
salem. 

10 And now, 0 our God, what shall 
wo say after this ? for we have for¬ 
saken thy commandments. 

It Which thou hast commanded 
by thy servants the prophets, saying, 
The land, unto which ye go to pos¬ 
sess it, is an unclean land with the 
filthiness of the people of the lands, 
with their abominations, which bavc 
filled it from one end to another with 
their uncle&Dncss. 

12 Now tb erelbro give nol your 
daughters unto their sons, neither 
take their daughters unto your sons, 
nor seek their peace or their wealth 
for ever; that ye may be strong, and 
eat the good of the land, and lcavo 


It for an inheritance to your children 
for ever. 

13 And after all that is come upon 
us for our evil deeds, and for our 
great trespass, seeing that tbou our 
God hast punished us less than our 
iniquities deserve, and bast given as 
such deliverance as this ; 

14 Should wo again break thy 
commandments, and join in affinity 
with the people of these abomina¬ 
tions? wonldcst not thou be angry 
with us till thou hadst consumed us, 
eo that there should be no remnant 
nor escaping? 

15 0 Lord God of Israel, thou art 
righteous; for we remain yet escaped, 
as it is this day; behold, we are be¬ 
fore thcc in our trespasses; for we 
cannot stand before thee because of 
this. 

CHAPTER X. 

Slranye marrinys —77/r ptaplt repenL 
OW when Ezra h;ul prayed, and 
when he had confessed, weep¬ 
ing and casting himself d»»wD before 
the house of God, there assembled 
unto him out of Israel a very great 
congregation of men nnd women 
aud children; for the people wept 
very sore. 

2 And Shechaniah the son of Jeli-iel. 
one of the sons of Elam, answered 
and said unto Ezra, We have tres¬ 
passed against our God, and lmve 
taken strange wives of the people of 
the land; yet now there is hope in 
Israel concerning this tbiug. 

3 Now therefore let us make a cove¬ 
nant with our God to put away all 
the wives, and such as Arc boru of 
them, according to the counsel of my 
lord, and of those that tremble at the 
commandment of our God; and let it 
be done according to the law. 

4 Arise; for this matter belonged) 
unto thee; we also will be with thee, 
be of good courage, and do it. 

5 Then arose Ezra, and made tho 
chief priests, the Levites, and all Is¬ 
rael, to swear that they should do 
according to this word. And they 
swarc. 

6 Then Ezra rose up from before 
tho house of God, and went into the 
chamber of Johanan the son of Elia- 
shib; and when he came thither, he 
did cat no bread, nor drink water. 
for he mourned because of the tin ns 
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gression of them that had been oar- | 
riod away. 

7 And they made proclamation 
throughout Judah and Jerusalem 
unto all the children of tho captivity, 
that they should gather thcuiBclves 
together unto Jerusalem; 

8 And that whosoever would not 
oome within throe days, aocording to 
the counsel of the princes and the 
elders, all hie substance should be 
forfeited, and himself separated from 
the congregation of thoso that had 
heen carried away. 

9 Then all the men of Judah and 
Benjamin gathered themselves to¬ 
gether unlo Jerusalem within three 
days. It was the ninth month, on 
the twentieth day of the month; and 
all the people sat in the street of tho 
house of God, trembling because of 
this matter, and for the great rain. 

10 And Ezra the priest stood up, 
and said unto thorn, Yc have trans¬ 
gressed, and have taken strange 
wives, to iueroaso the trespass of Is¬ 
rael. 

11 Now ihcrcforc make oonfession 
unto tho Lord God of your fathers, 
and do his pleasure; and separato 
yourselves from tho people of the 
laud, and from Lho strango wives. 

12 Then all the congregation an¬ 
swered and said with a loud voice, 
As thou hast said, so must wo do. 

13 But the people are many, and it 
is a time ol much rain, and we aro 
not able to stand without, neither is 
this a work of one day or two; for 
wo are many that bave transgressed 
in this thing. 

14 Lot now our rulers of all tho 
congregation stand, and let all them 
which have taken strango wives in 
our cities coino at appointed times, 
and with thorn the elders of every 
oily, and the judges thereof, until 
the tierce wrath of our God for this 
matter be turned from us. 

15 Only Jonathan lho son of Asahol 
and Juhuziah the son of Tikvah wore 
employed about this matter; and 
Meshullam and Sbabhothai tho Le- 
vite helped them. 

10 And the children of the captivity 
did so. And Ezra the priest, with 
certain chief of the fathers, after the 
house of their fathers, and all of them 
by their names, were separated, and 
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sat down in the first day of the tenth 
month to examine the matter. 

17 And they made an 6Dd with all 
the men that had taken strange 
wives by the first day of the first 
month. 

18 And among the Bona of the 
priosts there were found that had 
taken strange wives; namely, of the 
sons of Jeshua the son of Jozad&k, 
and his brethren: Maaseiah, and 
Eliezer, and Jarib, and Gedaliah. 

19 Aud they gave their hands that 
they would put away their wives; 
and being guilty, they offered a ram 
of the flock for their trespass. 

20 And of the sons of limner; Ha- 
nani, and Zchadiah. 

21 And of tho sons of n&rim ; Maa¬ 
seiah, and Elijah, and Shemaiah, 
and Jchicl, and Usziah. 

22 And of the sons of Paahur; 
Elioenai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, Ne- 
Ihauecl, Jozabad, and Elasah. 

23 Also of the Levites; Jozahad, 
and Shiiuoi, and Kelaiah, (the same 
is Kelita,) Pethahiah, Judah, and 
Eliezer. 

24 Of the singers also; Eliashib; 
and of the porters; Sh&llum, and 
Telem, and Uri. 

25 Moreover of Israel; of Lho sons 
of Parosh ; Ramiah, and Joziah, and 
Malohiah, and Miamin, and Eleaz&r, 
and Malchijah, and Ben&iah. 

26 And of the sons of Elam; Mat- 
taniah, Zechariah, aud Jehiel, and 
Abdi, and Jeremoth, and Eliah. 

27 And of tho sons of Zallu ; Elio- 
onai, Eliashib, Mattaniah, and Jere- 
moth, and Zabad, and Aziza. 

28 Of the sons also of Behai; 
Johobauan, llunaniah, Z&bb&i, and 
Athlai. 

29 And of the sons of Bani; Me¬ 
shullam, Malluch, and Aduiah, Jash- 
ub, and Sheal, and Ramoth. 

30 And of tho sons of Pahath-moab; 
Adna, and Chelal, Benaiah, Maa¬ 
seiah, Mattaniah, Boz&loel, and Bin- 
nui, and Manasseh. 

31 And of the sons of Harim; 
Eliezer, Ishijah, Malchiab, Shemaiah, 
Shimeon, 

32 Benjamin, Malluch, and Shema- 
riah. 

33 Of the Bens of Hashum; Mat- 
teuai, Mallulhah, Zabad, Eliphclet, 
Jorcmai, Mauassoh, and Shimei. 
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34 Of the eons of Bani; Maadai, 
Am ram, and Uel, 

36 Benaiah, Bedciah, Chclluh, 

36 Vaniah, Mcreinoth, Eliashib, 

37 Mattaniah, Mattcnai, and Jaa- 
sau, 

38 And Bani, and Binnui, Shi- 
mei, 

39 And Shelcmiah, and Nathan, 
and Adaiah, 


40 Machnadcbai, Shashai, Sharal, 

41 Azareel, and Shelemiah, Shema- 
riah, 

42 Shallum, Amariah, and Joseph, 

43 Of the aonB of Nebc : Jeiel, Mat- 
tithiah, Zabad, Zcbina, Jadau, and 
Joel, Benaiah, 

44 All these had taken strange 
wires; and some of them had wires 
by whom they had children. 


THE BOOK OF NEHEMIAH. 


CHAPTER I. 

Nehoniah fastelh and prayeih. 

IIE words of Nehemiah the son 
of Hachaliah. And it came to 
pass in the month Chisleu, in the 
twentieth year, as I was in Shushan 
the palace, 

2 That Hanani, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah; 
and I asked them concerning the 
Jews that had escaped, which were 
left of the captivity, and concerning 
Jerusalem. 

3 And they said unto me, The rem¬ 
nant that are left of the captivity 
there in tho province are in great 
affliction and reproach; the wall of 
Jerusalem also is broken down, and 
tho gatos thereof are burned with 
fire. 

4 And it came to pass, when I heard 

these words, that I sat down and 
wept, and mourned certain days, and 
fasted, and prayed before the God of 
heaven, 1 

5 And said, I beseech thcc, 0 Lord 
God of heaven, tho great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and 
mercy for them that love him and 
observe his commandments; 

6 Let thino ear now be attontivo, 
and thine eyes opon, that thou may- 
est hear the prayer of thy servant, 
which I pray before thcc now, day 
and night, for the ohildrcn of Israel 
thy servants, and confoss tho sins of 
the children of Israel, which wc 
have Binned against thcc; both I 
and my father’s house have sinned. 

7 Wo have dealt very corruptly 
against thee, and have not kept the 
oommandments, nor the statutos, nor 
the judgments, which thou command- 
edflt thy servant Moses. 


8 Remember, I beseech thee, the 
word that thou commandedst thy 
servant Moses, saying, If ye trans¬ 
gress, I will scatter yon abroad 
among the nations; 

9 But if ye turn unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them ; 
though there were of you cast out 
unlo- the uttermost part of the hea¬ 
ven, yet will I gather them from 
thence, and will bring them unto the 
place that I have eh>)<cn to set my 
name there. 

10 Now these are thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 
by thy great power, and by thy 
strong hand. 

11 0 Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to the prayer of 
thy servants, who desire to fear thy 
name; and prosper, I pray thee, thy 
servant this day, and grant him 
mercy in the flight of this man. For 
I was the king’s cup-bearer. 

CHAPTER II. 

Nehenxiah cymdh to Jerusalem—He tneiteth 
the Jews to build . 

ND it oame to pass in the month 
Nisan, in the twentieth year of 
Artaxcrxes the king, that wine was 
before him; and I took up the wine, 
and gave it unto the king. Now I 
had not been beforetime sad in his 
presence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto me, 
Why is thy countenance sad, seeing 
thou art not siok ? this is nothing 
else but sorrow of heart. Then I was 
very sore afraid, 

3 And said unto the king, Lot tho 
king livo for ever; why should not 
my countenance be sad, when the 
city, the plaoe of my fathers’ sepul- 
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ohres, lieth waste, and the gates 
thereof are consumed with fire? 

4 Then tho king said unto me. For 
what dost thou make request? So I 
prayed to tho God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king, If it 

I dense the king, and if thy servant 
lave found favour in thy sight, that 
thou wouldest send me unto Judah, 
unto the city of my fathers’ sepul¬ 
chres, that I may build it. 

6 And tho king said unto me, (the 
queen also sittiug by hitn,) For how 
long shall thy journey be? and when 
wilt thou return? So it pleased the 
kiug to send me; and I set him a 
time. 

7 Moreover I said unto the king, If 
it pleaso the king, lot letters be given 
me to tho governors beyond the river, 
that they may convey me over till I 
oome into Judah; 

8 And a letter uDto Asaph the 
keeper of the king’s forest, that he 
may give mo timber to make beams 
for tho gates of the palace which ap¬ 
pertained to tho house, and for the 
wall of the city, and for the house 
that I shall enter into. And tho king 
granted mo, according to the good 
hand of my God upon mo. 

9 Then I came to the governors be¬ 
yond tho river, and gave them tho 
king’s letters. Now tho king had 
sent captainB of the army and horso- 
men with me. 

10 When Panballat the Iloronito, 
and Tobiah the servant, tho Ammon¬ 
ite, heard of it, it grieved thorn ex¬ 
ceedingly that there was come a man 
to seek the welfare of tho children of 
Israel. 

11 So I oamo to Jerusalem, and was 
there threo days. 

12 And I arose in the night, I and 
some few men with mo; neither told 
I any man whAt my God had put in 
my heart to do at Jerusalem; neither 
was there any beast with me, eavo tho 
boast that I rode upon. 

13 And I went out by night by tho 
gate of the valley, even boforo the 
dragon well, and to tho dung port, 
and viewed the walls of Jorusalom, 
which were broken down, and tho 
gates thereof were consumed with 
fire. 

14 Thon I wont on to the gate of 
the fountain, and to the king's pool; 
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hul there was no place for the beast 
that was under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night by 
the brook, and viowed the wall, and 
turnod bock, and entered by the gate 
of the valley, and so roturned. 

16 And tho nilors knew not whither 
I went, or what I did; neither had I 
as yet told it to the Jews, nor tj the 
priests, nor to the nobles, nor to the 
rulors, nor to the rest that did the 
work. 

17 Thon said I unto them, Ye see 
tho distress that we are in, how Jeru¬ 
salem lieth waste, and the gatoa there¬ 
of are burned with fire; come, and let 
us build up the wall of Jerusalem, 
that we be no more a reproach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand of 
my God which was good upon me; 
ns also the king’s words that ho had 
spokon unto me. And they said, 
Let us rise up and build. So they 
strengthened their hands for this 
good work. 

19 But whon Snnball&t the Horon- 
ito, and Tobiah tho servant, the Am- 
mouitc, and Gcshom the Arabian, 
heard it, they laughed us to acorn, 
and despised us, and said, What is 
this thing that ye do? will yo rebel 
against the king? 

20 Then answered I them, and said 
unto them, The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us; therefore we his ser¬ 
vants will ariso and build; but ye have 
no portion, nor right, nor memorial, 
in Jerusalem. 

CUAITER III. 

The ruimtt and order of them that budded 
the wall. 

T IIEN Eliashib the high priest 
roso up with his brothren the 
priests, and they builded the sheep 
gate; tboy sanctified it, and set up 
tho doors of it; even unto the tower 
of Meah they sanctified it, unto the 
towor of llananeoi. 

2 And next unto him builded the 
men of Jericho. And next to them 
builded Zacour the son of Iinri. 

3 But the fish gate did tho sons of 
Hassenftah build, who also laid the 
beams thereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, the looks thereof, and the 
barH thereof. 

4 And next unto them repaired 
Mercmoth the sou of Urijah, tne eon 
of Koa. And next unto thorn ro- 
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paired MeshuUam the son of Bere- 
chi&h, the son of Mcshezabcel. And 
next unto them repaired Zadok the 
Bon of Baana. 

5 Aud next unto them the Tekoites 
repaired; but their nobles put not 
their necks to the work of their 
Lord. 

6 Moreover the old gate repaired 
Jehoiada the son of Paseah, and Me- 
shullam the son of Besodciah; they 
laid the beams thereof, and set up 
the doors thereof, and the locks there¬ 
of, and the bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired 
Melatiah the Qibeonite, and Jadon 
the Meronothice, the men of Qibeon, 
and of Mizpah, unto the throne of 
tho governor on this side the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired Uzzicl 
the son of Uarhaiah, of the gold¬ 
smiths. Next unto him also repaired 
Ilananiah the Bon of one of the 
apothecaries, and they fortified Je¬ 
rusalem unto the broad wall. 

Q And next unto them repaired 
Itephaiah the son of Ilur, the ruler 
of tho half part of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired 
Jcdaiah the son of Uarumaph, even 
over against his house. And next 
unto him repaired Ilattush the jod 
of Uashabniah. 

11 Alalchijah the son of Ilurim, 
and Hashub the son of Pahath-moab, 
repaired the other piece, and the 
tower of the furnaces. 

12 And the next unto him repaired 
Shallum the son of JIalohcsb, the 
ruler of the half part of Jerusalem, 
he aud his daughters. 

13 The valley gate repaired Ilanun, 
and tho inhabitants of Zanoah; they 
built it, and set up tho doors thereof, 
the locks thereof, aud the hur9 there¬ 
of, and a thousand oubits on the wall 
unto the dung gale. 

14 But the dung gate repaired 
Malchiah the sou of Ilechab, the 
rulor of part of Both-hacccrem; he 
built it, and set up tho doors thereof, 
the looks thereof, and the bar9 thereof. 

15 But the gate of the fountaiu re¬ 
paired Shallum tho son of Col-hozeh, 
the ruler of part of Mizpah ; he built 
it, and covered it, and set up the 
doors thereof, the locks thereof, and 
tho bars thoreof, and Lhe wall of the 
pool of Siloah by the king's garden. 


and unto the stairs that go down 
from the city of David. 

16 After him repaired Nehemiah 
the son of Azbuk, the ruler of the 
half part of Beth-zur, unto the place 
over against the Beputchrcs of David, 
and to the pool that was made, and 
unto the house of the mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Levites, 
Rehum the son of Bani. Next unto 
him repaired Hashabiah, the mler of 
the half part of Keilah, in his part. 

18 After him repaired tbeir bre¬ 
thren, Bavai the son of Ilcnad&d, 
the ruler of the half part of Keilah. 

19 And next to him repaired Ezer 
the son of Jeshua, the ruler of Miz¬ 
pah, another piece over against the 
going up to the armoury Qt tho tam¬ 
ing of tne wall. 

20 After him Baruch the son of 
Zabbui earnestly repaired the other 
piece, from the turning of the wall 
unto the door of the house of Elia- 
6hib the high priest. 

21 After him rej aired Meremoth 
the son of Urijah the son of Koz 
another piece, from the door of the 
house of Eliashib even to the end of 
the house of Elinshib. 

22 And after him repaired the 
priests, the men of the plain. 

23 After him repaired Benjamin 
and Hashub over against tbeir house. 
After him repaired Azariah the son 
of Maasoiah tho son of ADaniah by 
his house. 

24 After him repaired Binnui the 
son of llcD&dad another piece, from 
the house of Azariah UDto the turning 
of the wall, oven unto the corner. 

25 Palal the son of Uzai, over 
against tho turning of the wall, and 
the tower which lioth out from the 
kiug’s high house, that was by the 
oourt of the prison. After him Pe- 
daiah the son of Parosh. 

26 Moreover the Nethinim dwelt ia 
Ophol, unto the place over against 
tho water gato toward the east, and 
the towor that lieth out. 

27 After them the Tekoites repaired 
another pieoc, over against the great 
tower that lieth out, evon unto the 
wall of Ophel. 

28 From above tho horse gate re¬ 
paired the priests, every one over 
against his house. 

29 Aftor them repaired Zadok the 
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bod of I turner over against his bouse. 
After hitn repaired also Shemaiah the 
bod of Shochaniah, tho kooper of the 
east gate. 

30 After him repaired Hanauiah the 
Bon of Sheleiniah, and Hanun the 
eixlh sod of Z&laph, another piece. 
After him repaired Meshullatn the 
bod of Bcreobiah over against his 
chamber. 

31 After hint repaired Malchiah the 
goldsmith’s son unto the place of the 
Nelhiniui, and of the merchants, over 
against the gate Miphkad, and to the 
going up of the coiner. 

32 And botween tho going up of the 
corner unto tho sheep gate repaired 
the goldsmiths and the merchants. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Nthcmiah armelh Uu labourers. 

UT it cawo to pass, that when 
Sanballut heard that we builded 
the wall, ho waB wroth, and took great 
indignation, and mocked the Jews. 

2 And he spake before his brethren 
and tho armj of Samaria, and said, 
What do these feeble Jews? will 
they fortify themsolvcB? will they 
sacrifice? will Lhoy make an end in a 
day? will they revive tho stones out 
of the heaps of the rubbish which are 
burned? 

3 Now Tobiah the Ammonito was 
by him, end ho said. Even that which 
they build, if a fox go up, he shall 
even break down their stone wall. 

4 Hoar, 0 our God; for wo arc des¬ 
pised; and turn thoir reproach upon 
their own head, and give thorn for a 
prey in tho land of captivity; 

5 And cover not their iniquity, and 
let not their sin be blotted out from 
beforo thoo, for they have provoked 
thee to angor hefore the huildors. 

6 So built we the wall; and all the 
wall wae joined togethor unto tho 
half thereof; for the people had a 
mind to work. 

7 But iL came to pass, that whon 
Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the Ara¬ 
bians, and the Ammonites, and tho 
Ashdodites heard that the walls of 
Jerusalem were made up, and that 
the brcaohea began to be slopped, 
then they were vory wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them toge¬ 
ther to oome and fight against Jeru¬ 
salem, and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheless we made our prayer 
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unto our God, and set a watch agAinst 
them day and night, because of them. 

10 And Judah said. The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is deoayed, and 
there is much rubbish; so that we are 
not able to build the wall. 

11 And our adversaries said, They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
come in tho midst among them, ana 
slay them, and cause the work to 
cease. 

12 And it came to pass, Lhat when 
the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they said unto us ten times, From all 
places whence yo shall return unto 
us they will be upon you. 

13 Therefore set I in the lower places 
behind Ihe wall, and on the higher 
places, I even set the people after 
their families with their swords, their 
spears, and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and 
said unto tho nobles, and to the 
rulers, and to the rest of the people, 
Be not ye afraid of them; romember 
I be Lord, which is great and terrible, 
nud fight for your brethren, your sons, 
and your daughters, your wives and 
your houses. 

15 And it oarno to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known 
unto us, and God had brought their 
counsel to naught, that we returned 
all of us to the wall, evory one unto 
his work. 

16 And it came to pass from that 
time forth, that tho half of my ser¬ 
vants wrought in the work, and tho 
other half of them hold both the 
spears, the shields, and the bows, and 
(he habergeons; and the rulers were 
behind all the houses of Judah. 

17 They which builded on tho wall, 
and they lhat bare burdens, with 
those that laded, every one with one 
of his hands wrought in tho work, 
and with the other hand hold a 
weapon. 

18 For tho builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and so 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 And I said unto the nobles, and 
to the rulers, and to the rest of the 
people, The work is great and largo, 
and we aro separated upon the wall, 
one far from another. 

20 In what plaoe therefore ye hoar 
the Bound of the trumpet, resort ye 
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thither unto us; our God fihall fight 
for ub. 

21 Bo wo laboured in the work; and 
half of them held the spears from the 
rising of tho morning till the fltars 
appoarod. 

22 Likewise at the same time said 
I unto the people, Let every one with 
his servant lodgo within Jerusalem, 
that in the night they may be a guard 
to ub, and labour on the day. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, 
□or my servantB, nor the men of the 
guard whioh followed me, none of ub 
put off our clothes, saving that every 
one put them off for washing. 

CnAPTER V. 

The Jcwt complain — 2fe hrmiah rebuketh the 
usurers — Be, forbearith hit own allowance. 
ND there was a great cry of the 
people and of their wives against 
their Brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that said, We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many; 
therefore we take up oom for them, 
that we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there wore that said, 
We have mortgaged our lands, vine¬ 
yards, and houses, that we might buy 
oorn, because of the dearth. 

4 There were also that Baid, We 
have borrowed money for the king’s 
tribute, and that upon our lands and 
vineyards. 

5 Yet now our flesh is as the flesh 
of our brethren, our ohildren as their 
ohildren; and, lo, we bring into 
bondage our sons and our daughters 
to be servants, and some of our daugh¬ 
ters are brought into bondage already; 
neither is it in our power to redeem 
them, for other mon have our lands 
and vineyards. 

6 And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, aud 
I rebuked tho nobles, and the rulers, 
and said unto them, Ye exact usury, 
every one of his brother. And I set 
a great assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We, after 
our ability, have redeemed our bro- 
thren the Jows, which were sold unto 
the heathen; and will ye even Bell 
your brethren? or shall they bo sold 
unto us? Then held they their peace, 
and found nothing to answer. 

9 Also 1 said, It is not good that ye 
do; ought ye not to walk in the fear 


of our God because of the reproach 
of the heathen our enemies ? 

10 I likewise, and my brethren, and 
my servants, might exact of them 
money and corn; I pray you, let us 
leave off this usury. 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them, 
even this day, their lands, their vine¬ 
yards, their oliveyards, and their 
houses, also the hundredth part of 
the money, and of the corn, the wine, 
and the oil, that ye exact of them. 

12 Then said they, We will restore 
them, and will require nothing of 
them; bo will we do as thou sayesL 
Thon I called the priests, and took 
an oath of them, that they shonld do 
according to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said, 
Bo God shake ont every man from 
his house, and from hie labour, that 
performeth not this promise, even 
thus be he shaken out, and emptied. 
And all the congregation said, Amen, 
and praised the Lord. And the peo¬ 
ple did according to this promise. 

14 Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor 
in the land of Judah, from the twen¬ 
tieth year even onto the two and 
thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, 
that is, twelve years, I and my bre¬ 
thren have not eaten the bread of the 
governor. 

15 But the former governors that 
had been before me were ohargeable 
unto the people, and had taken of 
them bread and wine, besides forty 
shekels of silver; yea, even their ser¬ 
vants bare rule over the people ; but 
so did not I, because of the fear of 
God. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the work 
of this wall, neither bought we any 
land; and all my servants were ga¬ 
thered thither unto the work. 

17 Moreover there were at my t*- 
blo a hundred and fifty of the Jews 
and rulers, besides those that oame 
unto us from among the heathen that 
aro about us. 

18 Now that which was prepared 
for me daily was one ox and six onoice 
sheep; also fowls were prepared for 
me, and once in ten days store of all 
sorts of wino ; yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, be- 
oaueo the bondage was heavy upon 
this people. 
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19 Thick upon inc, my God, for 
good, aooordiug to all that I have 
done for this people. 

CHAPTER VI. 

SahbaUcU seeketh to terrify Nehemtah—The 
to ark it finished. 

OW it oame to pass, when San¬ 
ballat, and Tobiah, and Geahcm 
the Arabian, and the.rest of our ene¬ 
mies, heard that I had builded the 
wall, and that there was no breach 
loft therein; (though at that time I 
had not sot up tho doors upon the 
gatos;) 

2 That Sanbnllat and Gcshcm Bent 
unto me, saying, Come, let us meet 
together in some one of the villages 
in the plain of Ono. But thoy thought 
to do me mischief. 

3 And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down ; why should 
the work coase, whilst I loavo it, and 
come down to you ? 

4 Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them 
after the same manner. 

5 Theq sent Sanbullat his servant 
unto me in like manner the fifth time 
with an open letter in his hand; 

6 Wherein was written, It is report- 
od among the heathen, and Gashmu 
saith it, that thou and the Jews think 
to rebel; for which cause thou build- 
oat the wall, that thou mayeat be their 
king, aooordiug to these words. 

7 And thou bast also appointed pro- 
ohets to preaoh of thee at Jerusalom, 
saying, There is a king in Judah ; 
And now shall it be reported to the 
king aooordiug to these words. Come 
□ ow therefore, and let us take counsel 
together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, 
There are no suoh things done as 
thou sayest, but thou feignest them 
out of thine own heart. 

0 For they all made us afraid, say¬ 
ing, Their hands shall be 'weakened 
from the work, that it be not done. 
Now therefore, 0 Qod, strengthen my 
hands. 

10 Afterward I oame unto the house 
of Bhemaiah the son of Dolaiah tho 
sou of Mehetabeol, who was shut up ; 
and he said, Let us moot together in 
the house of Qod, within the temple, 
and let us shut the doors of the temple; 
r or they will oome to slay thee; yea.

in the night will they come to slay 
theo. 

11 And I said, Should such a man 
as I fleo 7 and who is mine euemy, 
that suoh a man as I would go into 
the temple to save his life? I will 
not go in. 

12 And, lo, I percoivod that God 
had not sent him; but that he pro¬ 
nounced this prophecy against me; 
for Tobiah and Sanballat had hired 
him. 

13 Therefore should I be afraid of 
him he hired, and do so as he Baid, 
and sin; and that they might have 
me for an evil report, that they might 
reproach me? 

14 My God, think thou upon To¬ 
biah and Sanballat aocording to these 
their works, and on the prophotess 
Noadiah, and the rust of the proph¬ 
ets, that would have put me in fear. 

15 So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and filth day of the month 
Elul, in fifty and two days. 

16 And it oarno to pass, that when 
all our encmios heard thereof, and all 
the heathen that were about us saw 
Ihcso thiugs, they were muoh east 
down in their own eyes; for they 
perceived that this work was wrought 
of our God. 

17 Moroover in those days the nobles 
of Judah sent many letters unto To¬ 
biah, and the letters of Tobiah oame 
unto them. 

IS For thero wore many in Judah 
sworn unto him, booause he was the 
son-in-law of Sheohaniah the son of 
Arab; and his son Johanan had ta¬ 
ken the daughter of Meshullam the 
son of Berechiab. 

10 Also they reportod his good deeds 
before mo, and uttored my words to 
him. And Tobiah Bent letters to pot 
me in fear. 

CHAPTER VIL 

NeJiemiah committcth the charge of Jerusa¬ 
lem lo Uanani and FTananian—GenedUxjy 
of them which came at the first out of Baby¬ 
lon—Their oblations. 

OW it oame to pass, when the 
wall was built, and I had Bet up 
the doorfl, and the portera and the sing¬ 
ers and the Levitos were appointed, 

2 That I gave my brother llanani, 
and Uananiah tho ruler of tho palaoe, 
oharge ovor Jerusalem ; for he was a 
faithful man, and fearod God above 
many. 
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3 And I said unto them, Let not the 
gates of Jerusalem be opened until 
the bur bo hot; and while they Btand 
by, let tbem shut the doors, and bar 
them; and appoint watches of the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, every one 
in bis watch, nnd every one to be 
over against his house. 

4 Now the city was l^rgc and great; 
but the people wore few therein, and 
the houses were not builded. 

5 And my God put into mine heart 
to gather together the nobles, and the 
rulers, and the people, that they might 
be reckoned by genealogy. And I 
found a register of the genealogy of 
them which came up at the first, and 
found written therein, 

6 Theso are the children of tho 
province, that went up out of the 
captivity, of those that had been 
oarried away, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried 
away, and came again to Jerusalem 
and to J udah, every one unto his city; 

7 Who came with Zerubbabel, Je- 
shua, Ncheminh, Azariah, Raamiah, 
NahamaDi, Mordccai, Bilshan, Mis- 
peretk, Bigvai, Nehum, Baanah. The 
number, I say, of the men of the 
people of Israel was this ; 

8 The children of Parosh, two thou¬ 
sand a hundred seventy and two. 

9 The children of Shcpbatiah, three 
hundred seventy and two. 

10 The children of Arab, seven hun¬ 
dred seventy and Qvc. 

11 Tho children of Pahath-moab, 
of the children of Jeshua and Joab, 
two thousand and eight hundred and 
twelve. 

12 Tho ohildren of Elam, a thou¬ 
sand two hundred fifty and four. 

13 Tho children of Zattu, eighthun- 
dred forty and eight. 

14 Tho children of Zaccai, seven 
hundred and three-score. 

15 The children of Bani, six hun¬ 
dred forty and two. 

16 The children of Bebai, six hun¬ 
dred twenty and three. 

17 The children of Azgad, a thou¬ 
sand two hundred twenty and two. 

13 The children of Adonikam, six 
hundred sixty and six. 

19 The children of Bigvai, two 
thousand fifty and six. 

20 The children of AdiD, four hun¬ 
dred fifty and four. 


21 The children of Ater of Hete- 
kiah, ninety and eight. 

22 The children of llashum, two 
hundred twenty and three. 

23 Tho children of Bezai, three hun¬ 
dred twenty and three. 

24 The children of Jorah, a hundred 
and twelve. 

25 The children of Giheon, ninety 
and five. 

26 Tbo men of Belh-lehem and 
Nelophah, a hundred four-score and 
eight. 

27 The men of Anathoth, a hundred 
twenty and eight. 

29 The men of Beth-azmaveth, 
forty and two. 

29 The men of Kirjath-jearim, 
Chephirah, and Bceroth, seven hun¬ 
dred forty and three. 

30 The men of Ramah and Gaba, 
six hundred twenty and one. 

31 The men of Michmas, a hundred 
and twenty and two. 

32 The men of Bcth-cl and Ai, two 
hundred twenty and three. 

33 The men of tho other Nebo, fifty 
and two. 

34 The children of the other Elam, 
a thousand two hundred fifty and 
four. 

35 Tho children of Harim, three 
hundrod and twenty. 

36 The children of Jericho, three 
hundred forty and five. 

37 The children of Lod, Uadid, and 
Ono, seven hundred twenty and five. 

3S The ohildren of Senaah, three 
thousand nine hundrod and thirty. 

39 The priests; the children of 
Jedaiah, of the house of Jeshua, nine 
hundred seventy and three. 

40 The children of Immer, a thou¬ 
sand fifty and two. 

41 The ohildren of Pashur, a thou¬ 
sand two hundred forty and seven. 

42 The children of Harim, a thou¬ 
sand and seventeen. 

43 The 'Levites; the ohildren of 
Jeshua, of Kadmiel, and of the ohil¬ 
dren of llodcvah, sovonty and four. 

44 The singers of the ohildren of 
Asaph, a hundrod twenty and eight. 

45 Tho porters; the ohildren of 
Shallum, the ohildren of Ater, the 
children of Talmon, the children of 
Akkub, tho ohildren of Hatita, the 
ohildren of Sbobai, a hundred thirty 
and nine. 
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40 The Ncthinim ; the children of 
Ziha, the children of Hashupba, the 
children of Tnbbaolh, 

47 Tho children of Keros, the chil¬ 
dren of Sia, the children of Padon, 

48 The children of Lebana, the 
ohildrcn of Uagaba, the children of 
Bhalmai, 

49 The ohildreD of Hanan, the chil¬ 
dren of Giddel, the children of 
Gahar, 

50 The ohildren of Rcaiah, the chil¬ 
dren of Rezin, the children of Nekoda, 

51 The children of Gazzam, tho 
children of Uzza, the ohildren of 
Phuscab, 

52 The children of Besai, the 
ohildren of Meunim, the children of 
Nephishcsior 

53 Tho children of Bnkbuk, tho 
children of Qakupha, the children of 
Harhur, 

54 The children of Bazlith, the 
children of Mchida, tho children of 
Harsha, 

55 The children of Barkoe, the chil¬ 
dren of Sisern, Lhc children of Tamah, 

56 Tho children of Ncziah, the 
children of Ilatipha, 

57 The children of Solomon's ser¬ 
vants ; tho children of Sotai, the 
children of Sophcrcth, the children 
of Perida, 

58 Tbo children of Jaala, the chil¬ 
dren of Darkon, tho ohildrcn of 
Giddel, 

59 The children of Shophatiah, the 
children of Jlattil, tho children of 
Pocborcth of Zcbnim, tho children of 
Amort. 

60 All the Ncthinim, and the chil¬ 
dren of Solomon’s servants, wore 
three hundred ninety and two. 

61 And these were they which went 
up atBo front Tel-melah, Tcl-haresha, 
Cherub, Addon, und Immcr; but they 
could not show their father’s house, 
nor their seed, whether they wore of 
Israel. 

62 The ohildren of Dclaifth, the 
ohildren of Tobiuh, the children of 
Nekoda, six hundred fifty and two. 

63 And of the priests; the children 
of Iiabaiah, the children of Koz, tho 
ohildrcn of llarxillai, which took one 
of tho daughters of Barzillai the 
Gileadite to wife, and was called after 
their name. 

64 These sought their register among 
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those that were reckoned by geneal- 
ogy, but it was not found; therefore 
were they, as polluted, put from the 
priesthood. 

65 And the Tirshatha said unto 
them, that they should noteat of tho 
most holy things, till there stood up 
a priest with Urim and Thummim. 

60 Tho whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three 
hundred and three-score, 

67 Besides their man-servants and 
their maid-servants, of whom there 
were seven thousand three hundred 
thirty and seven; and they had two 
hundred forty and five singing men 
and singing women. 

68 Their horses, seven hundred 
thirty and six ; their mules, two hun¬ 
dred forty and five; 

69 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five ; six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty asses. 

70 And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The 
Tirshatha gave to the treasure a 
thousand drams of gold, fifty basins, 
fivo hundred and thirty priests' 
garments. 

71 And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave to the treasure of the 
work twenty thousand drams of gold, 
and two thousand and two hundred 
pounds of silvor. 

72 And that which tho rest of the 
people gave was twenty thousand 
drams of gold, and two thousand 
pounds of silver, and three-soore and 
seven priests’ garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Levites, 
and the porters, and tho singers, and 
some of the people, and tho Ncthinim, 
and all Israel, dwelt in their oities; 
and when the sevonth month came, 
the ohildren of Israel were in their 
oities. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The manner qf expounding the low—The 
feast of tabernacles. 

ND all tho people gathered them- 
solvcs together as one man into 
(he street that was before tho water 
gate; and they spake unto Ezra the 
soribo to bring the hook of the law of 
Moses, whioh the Lord had com¬ 
manded to Israel. 

2 Aud Ezra tho priest brought the 
law before the congregation hoth of 
men and women, and all that oould 
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hear with understanding, upon tho 
first day of tho seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the 
street that was before the water gate 
from the morning until mid-day, be¬ 
fore the men and the women, and 
those that could understand; and the 
ears of all the people were attentive 
unto the book of the law. 

4 And Ezra the scrihe stood upon 
a pulpit of wood, which they had 
made for the purposo ; and beside him 
stood Mattitnian, and Shema, and 
Anaiah, and Urijah, and llilkiab, and 
Maasciah, on his right baud; and on 
hia left hand, Pedaiah, and Mishacl, 
and Malcbiab, and llashum, and 
Hashbadana, Zecbariah, and Meahul- 
lam. 

5 And Ezra oponed tho book in 
the sight of all the people; (for he 
was above all the people;) and when 
he opened it, all tho people stood 
np; 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lord, the 
great God. And all the people an¬ 
swered, Amen, Amen, with lifting up 
their hands; and they bowed their 
heads, and worshipped the Lord with 
their facos to the ground. 

7 Also Joshua, and Bani, and She- 
rebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, 
llodijah, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, 
Jozabad, Ilanan, Pelaiah, and the 
Levitos, caused tho people to under¬ 
stand the law ; and the people stood 
in their place. 

8 So they read in the book in the 
law of God distinctly, and gave the 
Bense, and oaused them to understand 
the reading. 

9 And Nebemiah, whioh is the Tir- 
shatha, and Ezra the priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught 
the people, said unto all the people, 
This day is holy unto the Lord yoar 
God; mourn not, nor weep. For all 
the people wept, when they heard the 
words of the law. 

10 Thon he said unto them, Go 
your way, eat the fat, and drink the 
sweet, and send portions unto them 
for whom nothing is prepared; for 
this day is holy unto our Lord; 
neither be ye sorry; for the joy of the 
Lord is your strength. 

11 So the Levites stilled all the peo- 
le, saying, Hold your peace, for the 
ay is holy ; neither be ye griovud. 


12 And all the people went their 
way to eat, and to drink, and to send 

ortions, and to make great mirth, 

ccause they had understood the 
words that were declared unto them. 

13 And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the 
fathers of all the people, the priests, 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the soribe, 
even to understand the words of the 
law. 

14 And they found written in the 
law which the Lord hud commanded 
by Moses, that the children of Israel 
should dwell in booths in the feast 
of the seventh month ; 

15 And that they should publish 
and proclaim in all their cities, and 
in Jerusalem, saying, Go furth unto 
tho mount, and fetch olive branches, 
and pine branches, and myrtle 
branches, and palm hranches, and 
branches of thick trees, to make 
booths, as it is written. 

16 So the peoplo went forth, and 
hrought them, and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of 
his house, and in their courts, and in 
the courts of the house of God, and 
in the street of the water gate, and 
in the street of the gate of Ephraim. 

17 And all the congregation of 
them that were come again out of 
the captivity made hooths, and sat 
under the booths; for since the days 
of Jeshua the son of Nun unto that 
day had not the ohildren of Israel 
done so. And thero was very great 
gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they 
kept the feast seven days; and on 
the eighth day was a solemn assem¬ 
bly, according unto the manner. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Repentance of the people — 77ie levites maice 
a religious confession qf GodCt goodness 
and their wickedness. 

OW in the twenty and fourth 
day of this month the children 
of Israel wore assembled with fasting, 
and with sackolothes, and earth upon 
them. 

2 And the seed of Israol separated 
themselves from all strangers, and 
stood and confessed thoir sins, and 
the iniquities of their fathers. 

3 And they stood up in their plaoe. 
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and read id the hook of the law of 
the Lord their God one fourth part 
of the day ; and auother fourth part 
they confessed, and worshipped the 
Lord their God. 

4 Then stood up upon the stairs, 
of the Levitcs, Jcsbua, and Rani, 
Kadtniel, Shebaniah, Bunni, Shere- 
biab, Bani, and Chonnui, and cried 
with a loud voice uuto the Lord their 
God. 

5 Then the Levitcs, Joshua, and 
Rad mi el, Bani, Ilashabniah, Shcro- 
biah, llodijah, Shebnniah, and Pelha- 
hiah, said, Stand up and hlcss tho 
Lord your God for ever and ever; 
and blessed bo thy glorious name, 
which is exalted above all blessing 
and praise. 

6 Thou, even Ihou, art Lord alone ; 
thou hast made heaven, tho heaven 
of heavens, with all their host, the 
earth, and all things that are therein, 
the seas, and all that is therein, and 
thou preserved them all; and the 
host of heaven worshippeth ihee. 

7 Thou art the Lord the God, who 
didst chooso Abram, and broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of tho Chaldees, 
and gavest him tho name of Ahrn- 
hain ; 

8 And foundcst his heart faithful 
before thee, and madost a covenant 
with him to give tho land of the Ca- 
naaniteB, the Hittitcs, tho Amorites, 
and the Porizzites, and tho Jebusitoe, 
and the Girgashites, to give it, I say, 
to his seed, and hast performed thy 
words; for thou art rignteous; 

9 And didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their 
ory by the Red sea; 

10 And showodst signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his ser¬ 
vants, and on all the people of his 
land; for thou knewest that they 
dealt proudly against them. So didst 
thou got Lheo a name, as if is this day. 

11 And thou didst divide the sea 
before them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on tho dry land; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into the deeps, as a stone into tho 
mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou loddest them in 
the day by a cloudy pillar; and in 
the night by a pillar of fire, to give 
them light in toe way wherein they 
should go. 
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13 Thou earnest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good stat¬ 
utes and commandments; 

14 And madcst known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and commandedst 
them precepts, statutes, and laws, by 
tho baud of Moses thy servant; 

15 And gavest them bread from 
heaven for their hung'er, and brought¬ 
est forth water for them out of the 
rock for their thirst, and proinisedst 
them that they should go in to pos¬ 
sess the lnnd which thou hadst sworn 
to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened thoir necks, 
and hearkened not to thy command¬ 
ments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither 
were mindful of thy wonders that 
thou didst among them ; but hard¬ 
ened their necks, and in thoir rebel¬ 
lion Appointed a captain to return to 
their bondage; hut thou art a God 
ready to pardon, gracious and moroi- 
ful, slow to auger, and of great kind¬ 
ness, and forsookest them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them 
a molten calf, and said, This is thy 
God Hint brought thee up out of 
Egypt, and had wrought great provo¬ 
cations ; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mer¬ 
cies forsookest them not in the wil¬ 
derness ; the pillar of the cloud de¬ 
parted not from them hy day, to lead 
them in the way; neither the pillar 
of fire by night, to show them light, 
and the way wherein they should go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good Spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest 
not thy manna from their mouth, and 
gavost them water for their thirst. 

21 Yea, forty years didst thou sus¬ 
tain them in the wildernoss, so that 
thoy lacked nothing; their olothes 
waxed not old, and their feet swelled 
not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them 
kingdoms and nations, and didst 
divide them into oorners; so thoy 

f tosaessed the land of Sihon, and the 
and of the king of Heshbon, and 
the land of Og king of Baehan. 

23 Their children also multipli- 
edst thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, eon-

corning which thon hadst promised 
to tbeir fathers, that they should go 
iD to possess it. 

24 Bo the children went in and 
possessed the land, and thou sub- 
duedst before them the inhabitants of 
the land, the Canaanites, and gavest 
them into their hands, with their 
kings, and the people of the land, 
that they might do with them as they 
would. 

25 And they look strong cities, and 
a fat land, and possessed houses full 
of all goods, wellB digged, vineyards, 
and oliveyards, and fruit trees in 
abundance; so they did cat, and were 
filled, and became fat, and delighted 
themselves in thy great goodness. 

26 Nevertheless they were disobe¬ 
dient, and rebelled against thee, and 
cast thy law behind their backs, and 
slew thy prophets which testified 
against them to turn them to ihcc, 
and they wrought great provocations. 

27 Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their enemies, who 
vexed them ; and in the time of their 
trouble, when they cried unto thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven; 
and according to thy manifold mer¬ 
cies thou gavest them saviours, who 
saved them out of the hand of their 
enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they 
did evil again before thco; therefore 
leftest thou them in the hand of their 
enemies, so that they had the do¬ 
minion over them; yet when they 
returned, and oried unto thee, thou 
heardcsl them from heaven; and 
many limes didst thou deliver them 
according to thy mercies; 

29 And testiGedst against them, 
that thou mightest bring them Again 
unto thy law; yet they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy com¬ 
mandments, but sinned against thy 
judgments, (which if a man do, ho 
shall live in them;) aDd withdrew the 
shoulder, aDd hardened their neck, 
and would not hear. 

30 Tet many years didst tbou 
forbear them, and testiGedst against 
them by thy Spirit in thy prophets; 
yet would they not givooar; there¬ 
fore gavest thou them into tho hand 
of the people of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mer¬ 
cies' sake thon didst not utterly oon- 


sume them, nor forsake them; for 
thou art a gracious aDd merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 
great, the mighty, and the terrible 
God, who kcepcst covenant and mer¬ 
cy, let not all the trouble seem little 
before thee, that hath come upon as, 
on our kings, on our princes, and on 
our priests, and od our prophets, and 
on our fathers, and on all tny people, 
since the time of the kings of As¬ 
syria unto this day. 

33 Jlowbeit thou art just in all 
that ts brought upon ns; for thou 
hast doDe right, but we have done 
wickedly : 

34 Neither have our kingB, our 
princes, our priests, nor our fathers, 
kept thy law, nor hearkened unto thy 
commandments and thy testimonies, 
wherewith thou didst testify against 
them. 

35 For they have not served thee 
in their kingdom, and in thy great 
goodness that thou gavest them, and 
in the large and fat land which thon 
gavest before tbem, neither turned 
they from their wicked works. 

36 Behold, wo are servants this 
day, and for the land that thou 
gavest unto our fathers to eat the 
fruit thereof and the good thereof, 
behold, we are servants in it; 

37 And it yieldeth much increase 
unto the kings whom thou hast set 
over us because of our sins; also they 
have dominion over our bodies, and 
over our cattle, at their pleasure, and 
we are in great distress. 

38 And beaause of all this we make 
a sure covenant, and write it; and 
our princes, Levites, and priests, seal 
unto it. 

CHAPTER X. 

The covenant.

28 And the rest of the people, the 
priests, the Lovites, the porters, the 
singers, the Nethinira, and all they 
that had separated themselves from 
the people of the lands unto the law 
of God, their wives, their sons, and. 
their' daughters, every one having 
knowledge, and having understand¬ 
ing; 

29 They olavo to thoir brethren, 
their nobles, and ontered into an 
oath, that a curse should ootne upon 
them if they did not walk in God's 
law, whioh was given by Moses the 
servant of God, and to obaorvo and 
do all the commandments of the Lord 
their God, and his judgments and 
statutes. 

30 And that they would not give 
their daughters unto the people of 
the land, nor take the daughters of 
the people for their sons. 

31 And if the people of the land 
hring ware or any victuals on the 
sabbath day to sell, that we would 
not buy it of them on the sabbath, or 
on the holy day; and that we would 
leave the seventh year, and the ex¬ 
action of every debt. 

32 Also we made ordinanoos for us, 
to ohargo ourselves yoarly with the 
third part of a shekel for the servioe 
of tho house of our God; 

33 For the show-bread, and for the 
continual meat offering, and for the 
continual burnt offering, of the sab¬ 
baths, of the now moons, for the set 
foasta, and for the holy things, and 
for the sin offerings to make an 
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atonement for Israel, and for all the 
work of the house of our God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Lcvitos, and the people, 
for the wood offering, to bring it into 
the house of our God, after the houses 
of our fathers, at times appointed year 
by year, to burn upon the altar of the 
Lord our God, as it is written in the 
law; 

35 And to bring tho first-fruits of 
our ground, and the first-fruits of all 
fruit of all trees, year by year, unto 
the house of the Lord ; 

36 Also the first-born of our sons, 
and of our caLtle, as it is written in 
tho law, and the firstlings of our herds 
and of our flocks, to bring to the house 
of our God, unto the priests that min¬ 
ister in the house of our God ; 

37 And that we should bring the 
first-fruits of our dough, and our of¬ 
ferings, and the fruit of all manner 
of trees, of wine, and of oil, unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the house 
of our God; and the tithes of our 
ground unto the Lovites, that the 
same Lovites might have the tithes 
in all tho citios of our tillage. 

38 And the priest the son of Aaron 
shall be with the Levites, when the 
Lcvitcs take tithes; and the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto tho house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the troasure house. 

39 For the ohildren of Israel and 
the ohildren of Levi shall bring the 
offering of the oorn, of the new wine, 
and the oil, unto the chambers, where 
are the vessels of the sanctuary, and 
the priosts that minister, and the 
porters, and the singers; and we will 
not forsake the house of our God. 

CUAPTKH XL 
The duxUert at Jerusalem. 

ND the rulers of the people dwelt 
at Jerusalem; the rest of the 
peoplo also cast lots, to bring one of 
ten to dwell in Jerusalem the holy 
city, and nine parts to dwell in other 
oities.

These were the ohiof of the priests and 
of their brethren in the days of 
Jeshna. 

8 Moreover the Levitoa; Jeshna, 
fiinnui, Kadtnicl, Sherobiah, Judah, 
and Mattaniah, which was ovor the 
thanksgiving, he and bis brethren. 

9 Also Bakbukiah and Unni, their 
brothren, were over against them in 
the watches.

23 The sons of Levi, the ohief of 
the fathers, wore written in tbe book 


of the Chronicles, even until the days 
of Jobanan the son of Eliashib. 

24 And the chief of the Levites; 
Hnshabiah, Sherobiah, and Jeshna the 
sons of Kadmiel, with their brethren 
over against them, to praiso and to 
give thanks, according to tho com¬ 
mandment of David the man of God, 
ward over against ward. 

25 Mattaniah, and Bakbukiah, Oba- 
diah, Meshullam, Tatraon, Akkub, 
were porters keeping the ward at the 
thresholds of the gales. 

20 These were in the days of Joia¬ 
kim the son of Joshua, the son of 
Jozadak, and in the days of Nehe- 
jniah the governor, and of Ezra the 
prieBt, the scribe. 

27 And at tho dedication of the wall 
of Jorusniem they sought the Levites 
out of all their places, to bring them 
to Jerusalem, to keep the dedication 
with gladness, both with thanksgiv¬ 
ings, and with singing, with oymbals, 
psalteries, and with harps. 

28 And tho sons of the singers 
gathered themselves together, both 
out of tho plain country round about 
Jerusalem, and from the villages of 
Nctophathi; 

29 Also from the house of Gilgal, 
and out of tho fields of Geha and 
Azmavcth; for the singers had builded 
them villages round about Jerusalem. 

30 And the priests and the Levites 
purified themselves, and purified the 
people, and the gates, ana the wall. 

31 Then I brought up the prinoea of 
Judah upon tho wall, and appointed 
two great companies of them that 
gave thanks, whereof ODe went on the 
right hand upon the wall toward the 
dung gate; 

32 And after them went IToshaiah, 
and half of the princes of Judah, 

33 And AzariAh, Ezra, and Mcshul- 
1am, 

34 Judah, And Benjamin, and She¬ 
maiah, and Jeremiah, 

36 And cortain of the priests’ sons 
with trumpets; namely, Zoobarlah, 
tbe son of Jonathan, tho son of She¬ 
maiah, tbe son of Mattaniah, the son 
of Michaiah, the son of Zaccur, the 
son of Asaph; 

30 And his brethren, Shcuininh, 
and Azar&ol, Milalai, Gilalai, Muni, 
Netbaneol, and Judah, Hanani, with 
tbe rausioal Instruments of David tbe 
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man of Qod, and Ezra tho soribe be¬ 
fore them. 

37 And at tho fountain gate, which 
waB over against them, they went up 
by the Btairs of the city of David, at 
the going up of tho wall, ahovc the 
house of David, even unto the water 
gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them 
that gave thanks went over against 
them, and I after them, and the half 
of the people upon the wall from be¬ 
yond the tower of tho furnaces even 
unto the hroad wall; 

39 And from above the gate of 
Ephraim, and ahove the old gato, and 
above the fish gate, and the tower of^ 
Hananeel, and tho tower of Meah, 
even unto the sheep gate; and they 
stood still in the prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companies of 
them that gave thanks in the house 
of Qod, and I, and the half of the 
rulers with mo; 

>11 And the priests; Eliakim, Maa- 
aoiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Eliocnai, 
Zechariah, and Hananiah, with trum¬ 
pets; 

42 And Maasciah, and Shemaiah, 
and Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehohn- 
nan, and Malchijah, and Elam, and 
Ezer. And tho singers sang loud, 
with Jezrahiah their overseer. 

43 Also that day they oflbred great 
sacrifices, and rejoiced; for God had 
made them rojoicc with great joy; the 
wives also and the ohildren rejoiced; 
so that tho joy of Jerusalem was 
heard oven afar off. 

44 \nd at that time were sorno 
appointed over the ohambers for the 
treasures, for the offerings, for the 
first-fruits and for the tithes, to ga¬ 
ther into them out of the fields of the 
cities the portions of the taw for the 
priests and Levites; for Judah rejoiced 
for the priests, and for the Lovitcs 
that waited. 

!5 And both tho singers and tho 
porters kept the ward of thoir God, 
and tho ward of the purification, 
according to tbe commandment of 
David, and of Solomon bis son. 

1(> For in the days of David and 
Asaph of old there wore chief of tho 
singers, and songs of praiso and 
thanksgiving nnto God. 

47 And all Israel in the days of 
Zerubbabel, and in the days of Nebe- 


miah, gave the portions of the siugers 
and the porters, every day his portion : 
nnd they sanctified holy things unto 
the Devitos; and the Levites sancti¬ 
fied them unto the children of Aaron. 

CHAPTER XJII. 

Upon the reading of the. low separatum it 

made from U<e multitude—Xehemiah in¬ 
stitutes reform. 

N that day they read in the hook 
of Moses iD the audience of the 
people; and therein was found writ¬ 
ten, that the Ammonite and the 
Moabite should not come into the 
congregation of Qod for ever; 

2 Because they met not tho children 
of Israel with hread nnd with water, 
but hired Baalam against them, that 
he should oursc them; howbeit our 
Qod turned the curse into a bless¬ 
ing- 

3 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard the law, that they separator! 
from Israel all the mixed multitude. 

4 And before this, Eliashih the 
priest, having tbe oversight of the 
chamber of the house of our God, 
was allied unto Tobiah; 

5 And he had prepared for him a 
great chamber, whero aforetime they 
laid the meat offerings, the frankin¬ 
cense, and the vessels, and the tithe? 
of the corn, the new wine, and tbe 
oil, which was commanded to be given 
to Ihe Levites, and the singers, and 
the porters; and the offerings of the 
priests. 

6 But in all this time was not I at 
Jerusalem; for io tbe two and thir¬ 
tieth year of Artaxerxcs kingof Baby¬ 
lon came T unto the king, and after 
certain days obtained I leave of the 
king; 

7 And I oame to Jerusalem, and 
understood of tho evil that Eliashih 
did for Tobiah, in preparing him a 
chamber in the oourts of the house of 
Qod. 

8 And it grieved me sore; therefore 
I cast forth all the household staff nf 
Tobiah oat of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the ohambers; and thither 
brought I again the vessels of the 
house of Qod, with the meat offering 
aDd the frankincense. 

1(1 And T perceived that the portion* 
of tho Levites had not been givon 
them ; for the Levites and the singers. 
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that did tho work, were fled every 

ono to his field. 

11 Then contended I with the rulora, 
and said, Why is the house of God 
forsakon? And I gathered them 
together, and set them in their place. 

12 Then brought all Judah the tithe 
of the corn and tho new wine and the 
oil unto the treasuries. 

13 And I made treasurers over the 
treasuries, Shelcmiah the priest, and 
Zadok the scribe, and of tne Levites, 
Pedaiah; and next to them was 
Hanna the son of Zaccur, the son of 
Mattaniah; for they were counted 
faithful, and their office was to dis¬ 
tribute unto their brethren. 

14 Remember mo, 0 my God, con¬ 
cerning this, and wipe not out my 
good deeds that I have done for the 
house of my God, and for tbo offices 
thereof. 

15 In thoso days saw I in Judah 
some treading wino-presscs on the 
sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, 
and lading asses; as also wine, 
grapeB, and figs, and all manner of 
burdens, whiob they brought into 
Jerusalem on tho sabbath day; and 
[ testified against them in the dAy 
wherein they sold victuals. 

16 Thero dwell men of Tyre also 
therein, whioh brought fish, and alt 
manner of ware, and sold on tho 
sabbath unto tbo children of Judah, 
and in Jorusalcm. 

17 Tbon I contended with the 
nobles of Judah, and said unto them, 
What evil thing is this thAt ye do, 
and profane the sabbath day ? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and 
did not our God bring all this evil 
upon us, and upon this oity; yet ye 
bring rnoro wrath upon Israel by 
profaning the sabbath. 

19 And it oamo to pass, that when 
the gates of Jerusalem began to be 
dark before the sabbath, I commanded 
that the gates should be shut, and 
charged that they should not be 
opened till after the sabbath; and 
some of my servants set I at the gates, 
that there should no burden be 
brought in on tho sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sollers of 
alt kind of ware lodged without Jeru¬ 
salem onoo or twice. 
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21 Then I testified against them, 
and said unto them, Why lodge ye 
about the wall ? if ye do so again, I 
will lay hands on you. From that 
time forth came they no more on the 
sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites, 
that they should cleanse themselves, 
and that they should come and keep 
the gates, to sanctify tho sabbath 
day. Remember me, 0 my God, con¬ 
cerning this also, and spare me 
according to the greatness of thy 
mercy. 

23 In those days also saw I Jews 
that bad married wives of Ashdod, 
of Ammon, and of Monb; 

24 And their children spake half in 
the speech of Ashdod, and oould not 
speak in the Jews' language, but 
according to the language of each 
people. 

25 And I contended with them, and 
oursed them, and smote certain of 
them, and pluckod off their hair, and 
mado them swear by God, saying, Ye 
shall not give your daughters unto 
their sons, nor take their daughters 
unto your sons, or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things ? yet among many 
nations was there no king like him, 
who was beloved of his God, and God 
made him king over all Israel; never¬ 
theless even him did outlandish 
women cause to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to transgress 
against our God in marrying strange 
wives ? 

28 And ono of the sons of Joiada, 
the son of Eliashib the high priest, 
was son-in-law to Sanballat the 
Horonite; therefore I chased him 
from me. 

29 Remember them, 0 my God, 
because they have defiled the priest¬ 
hood, and the covenant of the priest¬ 
hood, and of the Levites. 

30 Thus cleansed I them from all 
strangers, and appointed the wards 
of the priests and tho Levites, every 
one in his business; 

31 And for tho wood offoring, at 
times appointed, and for the first 
fruits. Remember me, 0 my God, 
for good. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Ahasuerus feasts—Vashti sent for—The de¬ 
cree of men's sovereignty. 

OW it came to pass in the days 
of AhaBuerus, (this is Ahasuerus 
which reigned from India even unto 
Ethiopia, over a hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces,) 

2 That in those days, when the king 
Ahaeuems sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which was in Shushan the 
palace, 

3 In the third year of bis reign, he 
mado a feast unto all his princes and 
his servants; the power of Persia and 
Media, the nobles and princes of the 
provinces, being before him ; 

4 When he showed tho riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of 
his excellent majesty many days, 
even a hundred and four-score days. 

5 And when these days wero ex¬ 
pired, the king made a feast unto all 
the people that were present in 
Shneban the palace, both unto great 
and small, seven days, in the court 
of the garden of the king’s palace ; 

0 Where were white, green, and 
bine hangings, fastened with cords 
of fine linen and purple to silver 
rings and pillars of marble; the beds 
were of gold and silver, upon a pave¬ 
ment of red, and blue, and white, and 
black marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in 
vessels of gold, (the vessels being 
diverse one from Rnotber,) and royal 
wine in abundance, according to the 
state of the king. 

8 And tho drinking was according to 
the law ; none did compel; for so the 
king had appointed to all the offioers 
of his house, that they should do 
aooording to every man’s pleasure. 

0 Also Vashti the quoon made a 
feast for the women iu the royal 
honse which belonged to king Ahn- 
nemH. 

10 On the Bevontb daj r , when tho 
heart of the king was merry with 
wine, he commanded Mohuuian, Bit- 
tha, Harbona, Bigtho, and Abagtha, 
Zethar, and Carcas, tbe seven ebam- 
herlains that served in tbo prosenco 
of AhasueruB the king, 

11 To bring Vashti the queen before 

Mi 


the king with the crown royal, to 
show the people and the princes her 
beauty; for she was fair to look on. 

12 But the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king's commandment by 
his chamberlains; therefore was the 
king very wroth, and his anger 
bnmed in him. 

13 Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so 
was the king's manner toward all 
that knew law and judgment; 

14 And the next unto him was 
Carshena, Shethar, Admatha, Tar 
shish, Meres, Marscna. and Memo 
can, the 9cven princes of Persia and 
Media, which saw the king’s face, and 
which sat the first in the kingdom.) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the command¬ 
ment of the king Ahasuerus by the 
chamberlains ? 

16 And Memucan answered before 
the king and the princes, Vashti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the 
king only, but also to all the princes, 
and to all the people that are in all 
the provinces of the king Ahasuerus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be reported, 
The king Ahasuerus commanded 
Vashti the queen to bo brought in 
before him, but she came not. 

IS Likewise shall the ladies of 
Persia and Media say this day unto 
all tho king’s princes, which have 
heard of the deed of the queen. Thus 
shall there ariso too much contempt 
and wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there go 
a royal commandment from him, and 
let it he written among tho laws of 
tho Persians and the Medcs, that it 
be not altered, That Vashti como no 
more before king Ahasuerus ; and lot 
the king give her royal estate ante 
another that is better than she. 

20 And when the king’s deoreo, 
which he shall make, shall he pnb- 
lished throughout nil his empire, (for 
it is great,) all the wives shall give to 
their husbands honour, both to groat 
and small. 
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21 And the saying pleased the king 
and Iho princes; and the king did 
aooording to the word of Mcmucan ; 

22 For he sent leltors into all the 
king’s provinces, into every province 
according lo the writing thereof, and 
to every people after their language, 
that overy man should hear rulo in 
his own house, and that it should be 
published aooording lo the language 
of every people. 

CHAPTER II. 

A quern is to be chosen—Esther it made 
queen—JUordecai discovering a treason is 
recorded in the chronicles. 

A FTER these things, when the 
wrath of king Ahasuerus was 
appeased, he remembered Vashti, and 
what she had done, and what was de- 
oreed against her. 

2 Then said the kiDg’s servants 
that ministerod unto him. Let thore 
be fair young virgins sought for tho 
king; 

3 And let the king appoint officers 
in all the provinces of his kingdom, 
that they may gather together all the 
fair young virgins unto Shushan the 
palaoe, to the houso of the womon, 
unto the oustody of Hego the king's 
ohamberlain, keeper of the women; 
and let their things for purification 
be given them ; 

4 And let tho maiden whioh picas- 
•th the king bo queen instead of 
Vashti. And tho thing pleased the 
king; and ho did so. 

6 Now in Shushan the palace there 
was a oortain Jew, whoso name was 
Mordoo&i, the son of Jair, tho son 
of Shimci, the son of Kish, a Denjam- 
ite ; 

6 Who had beon carried away from 
Jerusalem with tho captivity which 
had been oarried away with Jeco- 
niah king of Judah, whom Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar tho king of Dabylon had 
oarried away. 

7 And ho brought up lladassah, 
that is, Esther, his undo's daughter; 
for she bad noilher father nor mother, 
and the maid was fair and beautiful; 
whom Mordccui, when her father aud 
mothor were dead, took for bis own 
daughter. 

8 So it same to pass, whon the 
king’s oominandment and his decree 
was heard, and when many maidens 
were galherod together unto Shushan 
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the palace, to the oustody of Hegai, 
that Esther was brought also unto 
the king’s hoase, to the custody of 
Hegai, keeper of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, and 
she obtained kindness of him; and 
he speedily gavo her her things for 
purification, with suoh things aB be¬ 
longed to her, aDd seven maidens, 
which were meet to he given her, out 
of the king’s house; and he preferred 
her aDd her maids uDto the best plaoe 
of Ihe bouse of the womon. 

10 Esther had not showed her peo¬ 
ple nor hor kindred; for Moraeoai 
had charged her that she should not 
show it. 

11 And Mordecni walked every day 
before the oourtof tho women’s house, 
to know how Esther did, and what 
should become of her. 

12 Now when every maid’s turn 
was oorne to go in to king Ahaaue- 
rus, after that she had been twelve 
months, according to the manner of 
the women, (for so wore the days of 
thoir purifications accomplished, to 
wit, six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with sweet odours, 
and with other thingB for the purify¬ 
ing of the women,) 

13 Then thus oame every maiden 
unto the king; whatsoever she de- 
sirod was given her to go with her 
out of the house of the women unto 
the king’s house. 

14 In the evoning she went, and 
on the morrow she returned into the 
second house of the women, to the 
custody of Sh&ashgaz, the king’s 
chamberlain, whioh kept the conon¬ 
bines; she came in unto the king 
no moro, exoept the king delighted in 
her, and that she were called hy name. 

15 Now when the turn of Esther, 
tho daughter of Abihail the unole of 
Mordocai, who had taken her for his 
daughter, was oome to go in unto 
tho king, she required nothing but 
what Hegai the king’s chamberlain, 
the keeper of tho women, appoint¬ 
ed. And Esther obtainod favour in 
the sight of all them that looked 
upon her. 

16 So Esther was taken unto king 
AhaBuerus into his houso royal in 
the tenth month, which is the month 
Tobeth, In the seventh year of his 
reign. 
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17 And the king loved Esther above 
all the women, and she obtained 
grace and favour in his sight more 
than all the virgins; so that he 
get the royal crown upon her head, 
and made her queen instead of 
Vaehti. 

18 Then the king made a great 
feast unto all his princes and his ser¬ 
vants, even Esther’s feast; and he 
made a release to the provinces, and 
gave gifts, according to the state of 
the king. 

19 And when the virgins were 
gathered together the second time, 
then Mordecai sat in the king’s 
gate. 

20 Esther had not yet showed her 
kindred nor her people, as Mor- 
deoai had charged her; for Esther 
did the commandment of Mordecai, 
like as when she was brought np with 
him. 

21 In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king's gato, two of the 
king’s chamberlains, Bigthan and 
Teresh, of those which kept the door, 
were wroth, and Bought to lay hand 
on the king Ahasuerus. 

22 And the thing was known to 
Mordecai, who- told it unto Esther 
the queen ; and Esther certified the 
king thereof in Mordecai’s name. 

23 And when inquisition was made 
of (he matter, it was found out; 
therefore they were both hanged 
on a tree; and it was written in 
the book of the chronicles before the 
king. 

CHAPTER III. 

Hainan teekeih revenge upon all the Jews — 

lie obtaineth a decree to pul t/u Jews to 

death . 

FTER these lhing9 did king 
Ahasuerus promote Hamas the 
son of Ilaminedatha the Agngitc, 
and advanood him, and set his seat 
above all the princes that were with 
him. 

2 And all the king's servants, that 
were in the king's gate, bowed, and 
reverenced Hainan ; for the king had 
bo commanded ooncerning him. But 
Mordcoai bowed not, nor did him 
reverenoe. 

3 Then the king's servants, which 
were in the king's gate, said unto 
Mordecai, Why transgressest thou 
the king's commandment? 


4 Now it came to pass, when they 
spake daily unto him, and he heark¬ 
ened not unto them, that they told 
Daman, to see whether Mordecai’s 
matters would stand ; for he had told 
them that he was a Jew. 

5 And when Haman saw that 
Mordecai bowed not, nor did him 
reverence, then was Haman fall of 
wrath. 

0 And he 'bought scorn to lay 
hands on Mordecai alone; for they 
had showed him the people of Mor¬ 
decai ; wherefore Haman sought to 
destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, even the people of Mor¬ 
decai. 

7 In the first month, that is, the 
month Nisan, in the twelfth year of 
king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that 
is, the lot, before Haman from day to 
day, and from month to month, to 
the twelfth month, that is, the month 
Adar. 

8 And Haman said onto king 
Ahasuerus, There is a certain peo¬ 
ple scattered abroad and dispersed 
among the people in all the pro¬ 
vinces of tby kingdom; and tneir 
laws are diverse from all people; 
neither keep they the king's laws; 
therefore it is not for the king’s profit 
to suffer them. 

9 If it please the king, let it U 
written that they may be destroyed ; 
and I will pay ten thousand talcntd 
of silver to the hands of those tha: 
have the charge of tbo business, to 
bring it into the king’s treasuries. 

10 And the king took his ring from 
his hand, and gave it unto Haumn 
the son of Hnmmcdulha the Agagitc, 
the Jews’ enemy. 

11 And the king said unto Haman, 
The silver is given to thee, the people 
also, to do with them as it scemcth 
good to thee. 

12 Then were the king’B scribes 
called on the thirteenth day of the 
first month, and there was written 
according to all that Haman had 
commanded unto the king’s lieu¬ 
tenants, and to the governors that 
were over every province, and to the 
rulers of every people of every pro¬ 
vince according to the writing thereof, 
and to every people after their lan¬ 
guage; in the name of king Aha 
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me ms was It written, and sealed with 
the king's ring. 

13 And the letters were sent by 
posts into all the king’s provinces, 
to destroy, to kill, and to cause to 

F ierish, ell Jews, both young and old, 
ittlo children and women, in one 
day, even upon the thirteenth day 
of the twelfth month, which is the 
month Adar, and to tRke the spoil of 
them for a prey. 

14 The oopy of the writing for a 
oommandmont to be given in every 
province was published unto all peo¬ 
ple, that they should be ready against 
that day. 

15 The posts went out, being has¬ 
tened by the king’s commandment, 
and the decree was given in Shushan 
the palace. And the king and Ha¬ 
inan sat down to drink ; but the city 
Shushan was perplexed. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Mourning qf Mordecai and the Jews—Esther 
appointdh a fast 

HEN Mordecai peroeived all 
that waB done, Mordecai rent 
his clothes, and put on sackcloth with 
nshes, and went out into the midst 
of the city, and cried with a loud and 
a bittor cry; 

2 And came even before the king’s 
gate ; for none might enter into Iho 
king’s gate clothed with sackcloth. 

3 And in every province, whithor- 
soever the king’s commandment and 
hiB deorco came, there was great 
mourning among the Jews, aDd fast¬ 
ing, and weeping, and wailing; and 
many lay in sackoloth and ashes. 

4 So Esther’s maids and hor cham¬ 
berlains came and told it her. Thon 
was the queen exceedingly grieved ; 
and Bhe sent raiment to olotho Mor- 
deoai, and to tnko away his sackcloth 
from him ; but he received it not. 

5 Then called Esther for Ilataoh, 
one of the king’s chamberlains, whom 
he had appointed to attend upon her, 
and gave him a commandment to 
Mordoaai, to know what it was, and 
why it was. 

<1 So Hataoh went forth to Mordecai 
unto the street of tbe oily, which was 
before the king’s gate. 

7 And Mordeoal told him of all 
that had happened unto him, and of 
the sum of tne money that Human 
had promised to pay to the king’B 


treasuries for the Jews, to destroy 
them. 

8 Also he gave him the oopy of the 
writing of the deoree that was given 
at Shushan to destroy them, to show 
it unto Esther, and to dccl&ro it unto 
her, and to charge her that she 
should go in unto the king, to make 
supplication unto him, and to make 
request beforo him for her people. 

9 And Ilatach came and told Esther 
the words of Mordeo&i. 

10 Again Esther spake unto Ha- 
tach, and gave him oommandment 
unto Mordecai; 

11 All tbe king’s servants, and the 
eople of the king’s provinces, do 
now, that whosoever, whether mao 

or woman, shall come unto the king 
into (he inner court, who is not called, 
there is one law of his to put him to 
death, except such to whom the king 
shall hold out the golden sceptre, 
that he may live; but I have not 
been called to como in unto the king 
these thirty days. 

12 And they told to Mordecai Es 
ther’s words. 

13 Then Mordecai oommanded to 
answer Esther, Think not with thy¬ 
self that thou shnlt escape in the 
king’s house, moro (lmn all the Jews. 

14 For if thou altogether holdest 
thy peace nt this time, then shall 
there enlargement and deliverance 
ariso to the Jews from another place; 
but thou and thy father’s house shall 
be destroyed; and who knowelh 
whether thou art come to the king¬ 
dom for such a time as this? 

16 Then Esther bade them return 
Mordeo&i this answer, 

16 Go gnther together all the Jews 
that are present in Shushan, and fast 
ye for me, and neither eat nor drink 
three days, night or day ; I also and 
my maidens will fast likewise; and 
no will I go in nnto the king, which 
is not according to the law; and if I 
porish, I perish. 

17 So Mordecai went his way, and 
did according to all that Esther had 
oommanded him. 

CHAPTER V. 

Esther invitrih the king and Bdman to a 
banquet — She inviteth them to another the 
next day —/Taman, by the counsel qf Zertth, 
buHdeth a gallows. 

OW it came to pass on the 
third day, that Eslhor put on 
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aer royal apparel, and stood Id the 
inner court of the king's house, orer 
against the king’s house; and the 
king sat upon his royal throne in the 
royal house, orer against the gate of 
the house. 

2 And it was so, when the king 
saw Esther the queen standing in 
the court, that she ohtained favour 
in his sight; and the king held out 
to Esther the golden sceptre that 
was in hie hand. So Esther drew 
near, and touohed the top of the 
sceptre. 

3 Then said the king unto her, 
What wilt thon, queen Esther? and 
what is thy request? it shall be even 
given thee to the half of the king¬ 
dom. 

4 And Esther answered, If it seem 
good unto the king, let the king 
and Haman come this day unto the 
banquet that I have prepared for him. 

5 Then the king said, Cause Haman 
to make haste, that he may do as 
Esther hath said. So the king and 
Haman oame to the banquet that 
Esther had prepared. 

3 And the king said unto EsLher at 
the banquet of wine, What is thy 
petition? and it shall be granted 
thee; and what is thy request? even 
to the half of the kingdom it shall 
he performed. 

7 Then answered Esther, and said, 
My petition and my request is; 

8 If I havo found favour in the 
sight of the king, and if it please the 
king to grant my petition, and to 

S erform my request, let the king and 
[aman come to the banquet that I 
shall prepare for thorn, and I will do 
to-morrow as the king hath said. 

9 Then went Haman forth that day 
joyful and with a glad heart; but 
when Haman saw Mordccui in the 
king’s gate, that he stood not up, nor 
moved for him, he was full of indig¬ 
nation against Mordooai. 

10 Nevertheless Haman refrained 
himself; and when he oame home, he 
sent and oalled for his frionds, and 
Zoresh his wife. 

11 And Haman told them of the 
glory of his riohes, and the multitude 
of his children, and all the things 
wherein the king had promoted him, 
and how he had advanoed him above 
the prinoes and servants of the king. 


12 Haman said moreover, Tea, 
Esther the queen did let no man 
come in wilh the king nsto the ban¬ 
quet that she had prepared hut my¬ 
self; and to-morrow am I invited 
unto her also with the king. 

13 Tet all this availeth me nothing, 
so long as I see Mordecai the Jew 
sitting at the king’s gate. 

14 Then said Zereeh his wife and 
all his friends nnto him, Let a gal¬ 
lows be made of fifty cubits high, 
aud to-morrow speak thou unto the 
king that Mordecai may he hanged 
thereon; then go thou in merrily 
with the kiDg unto the banquet. 
And the thing pleased Haman; and 
he caused the gallows to be made. 

CHAPTER YL 

Ahatuerus rewardtlh Mordeeai—Haman 

unawarei giveth counsel that he might do 

him honour—His friends tell hit destiny. 
N that night could not the king 
sleep, and he commanded to 
hring the book of records of the 
chronicles; and they were read be¬ 
fore the king. 

2 And it was found written that 
Mordecai had told of Bigthana and 
Teresh, two of the king’s chamber¬ 
lains, the keepers of the door, who 
sought to lay hand on the king Aha- 
suerus. 

3 And the king said. What honour 
and dignity hath been done to Mor¬ 
decai for this? Then said the king’s 
servants that ministered unto him, 
There is nothing done for him. 

4 And the king said, Who is in the 
court? Now Haman was come into 
the outward court of the king’s house, 
to speak unto the king to hang Mor 
decai on the gallows that ho had pre 
pared for him. 

5 And the king’s servants said nnto 
him, Behold, Haman standeth in the 
court. And the king said, Let him 
oome in. 

6 So Haman came in. And the 
king said unto him, What shall be 
done unto the man whom the king 
delighteth to honour? Now Hamau 
thought in his heart, To whom would 
the king delight to do honour more 
than to mj9elf? 

7 And Haman answered the king, 
For the man whom the king delight¬ 
eth to honour, 

8 Let the royal apparel be brought 
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which the king uscth to wear, and 
the horao that the king rideth upon, 
and the crown royal which is set 
upon hia head; 

5 And let this apparel and horse be 
delivered Ic the hand of one of the 
king’s most noble princes, that they 
may array the man withal whom the 
king dclighteth to honour, and bring 
him on horseback through the street 
of tho city, and proclaim before him, 
ThuB shall it be dono to the man 
whom the king dolighlelh to honour. 

10 Then tho king said to Human, 
Mako hasto, and take the apparel 
and Lho horse, as thou hast said, and 
do oven so to Mordecai the Jew, that 
flittoth at the aing’s gate; let nothing 
fail of all that thou bast spoken. 

11 Then took Haman tfio apparel 
and the horse, and arrayed Mordecai, 
and brought him on horsebaok 
through the streot of the oity, and 

E proclaimed before him, Thus shall it 
>o dono unto tho man whom the king 
dclighteth to honour. 

12 And Mordecai came again to the 
king’s gale. But Ilaman hasted to 
his house mourning, and having his 
head covcrod. 

13 And Ilaman told Zerceh his wife 
and all hia friends everything that 
had befallen him. Then said his 
wise mon and Zcrcsh his wifo unto 
him, If Mordecai be of tho seed of 
the Jews, before whom thou hast 
begun to fall, thou sbalt not prevail 
against him, but shall surely fall 
beforo him. 

14 And while they were yet talking 
with hiiu, came the king’s chamber¬ 
lains, and hasted to bring Ilaman 
unto the banquet that Esther had 
prepared. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Either maketh mil far her own lift and her 
people't —.STic accutelh Hainan—The king 
wu trVi Ilaman to be hanged. 

0 the king and Haman oame to 
tanquot with Esther the queen. 

2 And the king said again unto 
Esther on the scoond day at the ban- 
quot of wine, Wbat is thy petition, 
queen Esther? And it shall he granted 
tnee; and wbat is thy requost? and 
It shall bo performed, even to the 
half of tho kingdom. 

3 Then Esthor the queeh answered 
and said, If I have found favour Id 
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thy eight, 0 king, and if it please 
tho king, let my lifo bo given me at 
my petition, and my people at my 
request; 

4 For wo are sold, I and my people, 
to be destroyed, to bo slain, and to 

erish. But if we had boen sold for 
ond-men and bond-women, I had 
held my tongue, although the enemy 
could not countervail the king’s 
damage. 

5 Then the king Ahasuerus an¬ 
swered and said unto Esther the 
queen, Who is he, and where is he, 
tnat durst presume in his heart to 
do so? 

6 And Esther said, The adversary 
and enemy is this wiokod Haman. 
Then Haman was afraid before the 
king and the queen. 

7 And the king arising from the 
banquet of wine in his wrath went 
into the palace garden; and Human 
stood up to make request for hia life 
to Esther the <^ueon; for he baw that 
there was evil determined against 
him by the king. 

8 Then the king returned out of 
the palaoe garden into the place of 
the banquet of wine; and Haman 
was fallen upon the bed wheroon 
Esther was. Then said the king, 
Will he foroe the queen also hefore 
me in the house ? As the word wont 
out of the king’s mouth, they covered 
Haman'e face. 

0 And Harbonah, ono of the oham- 
horlains, said beforo the king, Behold 
also the gallows fifty cubits high, 
which Haman had made for Morde¬ 
cai, who had spoken good for the 
king, standeth id the house of Ha¬ 
man. Then the king said, Hang 
him thereon. 

10 So they hanged Haman on the 
gallows that he had prepared for 
Mordecai. Then was the king’s 
wrath pacified. 

CHAPTER Vin. 

Mordecai advanced—Ahamenu gnmUth to 

the Jews to defend themselves—Joy of (V 

Jews. 

N that day did the king Ahasae- 
rus give the house of Haman the 
Jews’ enemy auto Esther the queen 
And Mordcoal oame before the Ving, 
for Esther had told what he was unto 
her. 

2 And the king took off his ring, 
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wbioh he had taken from Hainan, 
and gave it unto Mordecai. And 
Esther set Mordecai over the house 
of Ilaman. 

3 And Esther spake yet again before 
the king, and fell down at his feet, 
and besought him with tears to put 
away the mischief of Hainan tho 
Agagite, and his device that he had 
devised against the Jews. 

4 Then the king held out the golden 
sceptre toward Esther. So Esther 
arose, and stood before the king, 

5 And said, If it please the king, 
and if I have found favour in his 
sight, and the thing seem right before 
the king, and I be pleasing in hie 
eyes, let it be written to reverse the 
letters devised by Haman the son of 
Hammcdatha the Agagite, which he 
wrote to destroy the Jews which are 
in all the king's provinces ; 

0 For how can I endure to see the 
evil that shall come unto my people ? 
or how oan I endure to see the 
destruction of my kindred ? 

7 Then the king Ahasuerus said 
unto Esther the queen and to Mor- 
deaai the Jew, Behold, I have given 
Esther the house of Haman, and him 
they have hanged upon the gallows, 
because he laid his hands upon the 
Jews. 

8 Write yo also for the Jews, as it 
liketh you, in the king's namo, and 
seal it with the king’s ring; for the 
writing which is written in the king’s 
name, and sealed with tho king’s 
ring, may no man reverse. 

9 Then were the king’s scribes 
oalled at that time in the third month, 
that is, the month Sivan, on tho 
three and twentieth day thereof; and 
it was written according to all that 
Mordecai commanded unto tho Jews, 
and to the lieutenants, and the depu¬ 
ties and rulers of the provinces which 
are from India unto Ethiopia, n hun¬ 
dred twenty and seven provinces, 
unto every province according to the 
writing thereof, and unto every people 
after their language, and to tho Jews 
according to their writing, and 
aooording to their language. 

10 And he wrote in the king Aha- 
enerus’ name, and sealed it with the 
king's ring, and sont letters by posts 
on horseback, and riders on mulos, 
camels, and young dromedaries ; 


11 Wherein the king granted the 
Jews which were in every city to 
gather themselves together, and to 
stand for their life, to destroy, to 
slay, and to cause to perish, all the 
power of the people and province 
that would assault them, both little 
ones and women, and to take the 
spoil of them for a prey, 

12 Upon one day in all the pro¬ 
vinces of king Ahasuerus, namely, 
upon the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
month, which is the month Adar. 

13 The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all 
people, and that the Jews should be 
ready against that day to avenge 
themselves on their enemies. 

14 So the posts that rode upon mules 
and camels went out, being hastened 
and pressed on by the king’s com¬ 
mandment. And the decree was 
given at Shushan the palace. 

15 And Mordecai went out from the 
presence of the king in royal apparel 
of blue and white, and with a great 
crown of gold, and with a garment 
of fine linen and purple; and the 
oity of Shushan rejoiced and was 
glad. 

16 The Jews had light, and glad¬ 
ness, and joy, and honour. 

17 And in every province, and in 
every city, whithersoever the king's 
commandment and his decree came, 
the Jews had joy aod gladness, a 
feast and a good day. And many 
of the people of the land became 
Jews; for the fear of the Jews fell 
upon them. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The Jews slay their enemies—Ahasuerus 

granteth another day of slaughter — Tht 

two days of Purim. 

OW in the twelfth month, th:u 
is, the month Adar, on the thir 
leenth dav of the same, when tho 
king's commandment nnd his decree 
drew near to be put in execution, in 
tho day that the enemies of the Jews 
hoped to have power over them ; 
(though it was turned to the con¬ 
trary, that the Jews had rule over 
them that hated them,) 

2 Tho Jews gathered themselves 
together in their cities throughout 
all the provinces of the king Ahasue¬ 
rus, to lay hand on such as sought 
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iheir hurl; and do man could with¬ 
al aod them ; for the fear of them fell 
upoo all people. 

3 And all the rulers of the provinces, 
and the lieutenants, and tho deputies, 
and officers of Iho king, helped the 
Jows; because the fear of Mordecai 
fell upon them. 

4 For Mordecai was great in the 
king’s house, and his famo went out 
throughout all the provinces ; for this 
man Mordecai waxed greater and 
greater. 

5 Thus the Jews smote all their 
enemies with the stroke of the sword, 
aod slaughter, and destruction, and 
did what they would unto those that 
hated them. 

0 And in Shushan the palace tho 
Jews slew and destroyed fivo hundred 
men. 

7 And Parshandatha, and DalphoD, 
and Asnatha, 

8 Anti Poratha, and Adalia, and 
Aridatha, 

0 And Parmashta, and Arisai, and 
Aridai, and Vajezalha, 

10 Tho ten sons of Human the bod 
of Ilummadathu, the enemy of tho 
Jews, slew they ; but on the spoil laid 
they not thoir hand. 

11 On that day the number of those 
that wore slain in Shushan tho palace 
was brought boforc tho king. 

12 And tho king said unto Esther 
the queen, Tho Jowb have slain and 
destroyed fivo hundrod men in 
Shashan the palace, and the ten bods 
of llaman ; what have they done in 
the rest of tho king’s provinces ? now 
what is thy petition ? and it shall bo 
granted thee; or what is thy roquost 
further? and it shall be dono. 

13 Then said Esther, If it please 
tho king, let it be granted to the Jews 
whioh are in Shushan to do to-morrow 
also according unto this day’s dcorec, 
and lot Hainan's ten sons be hanged 
upon tho gallowB. 

14 And tho king commanded it so 
to he done ; and the decree was given 
at ShushAn ; and they hanged 
Human’s too sons. 

16 For the Jews that were in Shushan 
gathered themselves together on tho 
fourLoenth day also of the month 
Adar, and slew three hundred mon at 
Shushan ; but on the prey they laid 
not thoir hand. 


601 

16 Rut the other Jews that were in 
tho king’s provinces gathered them¬ 
selves together, and stood for their 
lives, and had rest from their enemies, 
and slew of their foes seventy and 
five thousand, but they laid not their 
hands on the prey, 

17 On the thirteenth day of the 
month Adar; and on the fourteenth 
day of the same rested they, and 
made it a day of feasting and glad¬ 
ness. 

16 But the Jews that were at Shushan 
assembled together on tho thirteenth 
day thereof, and on the fourteenth 
thereof; and on the fifteenth day of 
the Bame they rested, and made it a 
day of feasting and gladness. 

10 Therefore the Jews of the vil¬ 
lages, that dwelt in the unwalled 
towns, made the fourteenth day of 
the month Adar a day of gladness 
and feasting, and a good day, and of 
sending portions one to another. 

20 And Mordecai wrote these things, 
and 6ent letters unto all the Jews that 
were in all the provinces of the king 
Ahasuorue, both nigh and far, 

21 To establish this among them, 
that they should keep the fourteenth 
day of tho month Adar, and the fif¬ 
teenth day of the same, yearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jews 
roBted from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourn¬ 
ing into a good day ; that they should 
make them days of feasting and joy, 
and of sending portions one to an¬ 
other, and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do as 
they had beguu, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them ; 

24 Because llaman the son of Ilam- 
ined&tha, the Agagito, the enemy of 
all the Jews, had devised against the 
Jews to destroy them, and had oast 
Pur, that is, the lot, to oonsume them, 
and to destroy them; 

25 But when Esther came before 
the king, ho commanded by letters 
that his wicked dovice, which he de¬ 
vised against the Jews, should return 
upon his own head, and that he and 
his sons should be hanged on the 
gallows. 

20 Wherefore they called those days 
Purim after the name of Pur. There¬ 
fore for all the words of this lettor, 
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and of that which they had seen con¬ 
cerning this matter, and which had 
come unto them, 

27 The Jowb ordained, and took 
upon them, and upon their seed, and 
upon all each as joined tbemBelves 
unto them, bo &b it should not fail, 
that they would keep these two days 
according to their writing, and ac¬ 
cording to their appointed time every 
year; 

28 And that these days should be re¬ 
membered and kept throughout every 
generation, every family, every pro¬ 
vince, and every oity; and that these 
days of Purim should not fail from 
among the Jews, nor the memorial of 
them perish from their seed. 

29 Then Esther the queen, the 
daughter of Abihail, and Mordccai 
the Jew, wrote with all authority, to 
confirm this second letter of Purim. 

30 And he sent the letters unto all 
the Jews, to the hundred twenty and 
seven provinces of the kingdom of 
Ahasnorns, with words of peace and 
truth, 

31 To confirm these days of Purim 


in their times appointed, according 
as Mordecai the Jew and Esther tho 
queen had enjoined them, and as they 
had decreed for themselves and for 
their seed, the matters of the fastings 
and their cry. 

32 And the decree of Esther con¬ 
firmed these matters of Purim; and 
it was written in the book. 

CHAPTER X. 

Aharuerus’ greatness—Mordeeaft advance¬ 
ment. 

ND the king Ahasuerua laid a 
tribute upon the land, and up<n 
the isles of the eea. 

2 And ail the acts of his power and 
of his might, and the declaration of 
the greatness of Mordecai, whereunto 
the king advanced him, aro they 
not written in the book of the chro¬ 
nicles of the kings of Media and 
Persia ? 

3 For Mordecai the Jew was next 
unto king Ahusuerus, and great among 
the.Jews, and accepted of the multi¬ 
tude of his brethren, seeking the 
wealth of his people, and speaking 
peace to all his seed. 
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CHAPTER I. 

The. cart of Job far his children—Satan ob- 

taineth leave to tempt Job — Job’s integrity. 
HERE was a man in the land of 
Uc, whose name was Job ; and 
that man was perfect and upright, 
and one that feared God, and es¬ 
chewed evil. 

2 And there were born unto him 
seven sons and three daughters. 

3 His substance also was seven 
thonsand sheep, and three thousand 
camels, and five hundred yoke of 
oxen, and five hundred she assos, 
and a very groat household; so that 
this man was the greatest of all the 
men of the east. 

4 And his sons went and feasted in 
their honBes, every one his day ; and 
sent and oalled for their throe sistors 
to eat and to drink with them. 

6 And it was so, when the days of 
their feasting were gono about, that 
Job sent and sanctified them, and 
rose np early in the morning, and 
offered burnt offerings according to 


the nnmber of them all; for Job said. 
It may be that my sons have sinned, 
and cursed God in their hearts. Thus 
did Job continnally. 

6 Now there was a day when the 
children of God came to present them¬ 
selves before the Lora, and Satan 
oamo also among them. 

7 And tho Lord said unto Satan, 
Whence comc6t thou? Then Satan 
answered the Lord, and said, From 
going to and fro in the earth, and 
from walking up and down in it. 

8 And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Hast thou considered my servant Job, 
that Ihero is none liko him in the 
earth, a perfeet and an upright man, 
one that fearoth God, ana esoheweth 
evil? 

9 Then Satan answered the Lord, 
and said, Doth Job fear God for 
naught ? 

10 Hast not thon made a hedge 
about him, and about his house, and 
about all that he hath on every side ? 
thou hast blessed the work of hit 
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hinds, and his substance Is increased 
in the land. 

11 But put forth thine hand now, 
and touch all that ho hath, and he 
will curse thee to thy face. 

12 And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Behold, all that ho hath is in thy 
power; only upon himself put not 
forth thine hand. So Satan went 
forth from the presence of the Lord. 

13 And there was a day when his 
•one and his daughters were eating 
and drinking wino in their eldest 
brother's house; 

14 And there ouinc a messenger unto 
Job, and said. The oxen wore plough¬ 
ing, and the asses feeding beside 
them ; 

15 And the Subcans fell upon them, 
nnd took them away ; yea, they have 
slain the servants with the edgo of 
the sword; nod I oDly am escaped 
alone to tell thee. 

16 While ho was yot speaking, there 
oamc also another, aud said, The 6re 
of God is fallen from heaven, and hath 
burned up the sheep, and the ser¬ 
vants, and consumed them ; and I 
only am escaped alone to tell thee. 

17 While he waB yet speaking, there 
came also another, and Baid, The 
Chaldeans made out three hands, and 
fell upon (hu camels, and have car¬ 
ried them away, yea, and slain the 
servants with the edgo of tho Bword; 
and I only am oBcapcd alone to tell 
thee. 

18 While he was yet speaking, there 
came also another, and said, Thy 
sons and thy daughters were eating 
and drinking wino in their eldest 
brother’s houso; 

10 And, behold, there came a great 
wind from tho wilderness, and smote 
tho four corners of the house, and it 
fell upon tho young men, and they 
me dead; and I only ntn escaped 
ulono to tell thee. 

20 Then Job arose and rent his 
mantle, and shared his head, and 
fell down upon the ground and wor¬ 
shipped, 

21 And said, Naked oame I out of 
my mother's womh, and naked shall 
1 return thither; tho Lord gave, and 
the Lord hath taken away ; hlessod 
be the name of the Lord. 

22 Id all this Job sinnod not, nor 
ehargod Qod foolishly. 
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CHAPTER IL 
Satan obiainrth further leave to tempi Jak— 
He rmiUih him with sore boils—^Job r* 
provelh hit wife—Hit friends condole witA 
him 

GAIN there was a day when the 
children of God came to present 
themselves before tho Lord, and Sa¬ 
tan came also among them to present 
himself before the Lord. 

2 And tho Lord said unto SataD, 
From whence comcst thou? And 
Satan answered the Lord, and said, 
From going to and fro in the earth, 
and from walking up and down in it. 

3 And tho Lord said unto Satan, 
Hast thou considered my servant Job, 
that there is none like him in the 
earth, a perfect and an upright man, 
one that fearclh God and escheweth 
evil? and still he holdclh fast his 
integrity, although thou movedst me 
against him, to destroy him without 
cause. 

4 And Satan answered the Lord, 
and said, Skin for skin, yea, all that 
a man hath will ho give for his life. 

5 But put forth thine hand now, 
and touch his bone and his flesh, and 
ho will curse thee to thy face. 

6 And tho Lord Baid unto Satan, 
Behold, he is in thine hand; hut save 
his life. 

7 So went Satan forth from the 
presence of tho Lord, and smote Joh 
with sore hoils from the sole of his 
foot unto his crown. 

8 And he look him a potsherd to 
scrape himself withal; and he sat 
down among the ashes. 

9 Then said his wifo unto him, Dost 
thou still retain thine integrity? ourse 
God, and die. 

10 But he said unto her, Thoa 
speakost as one of the foolish women 
speaketh. What? shall we reoeive 
good at the hand of God, and ehall 
we not receive evil? In all this did 
not Joh sin with his lips. 

11 Now when Job's threo friends 
heard of all this evil that was come 
upon him, they oame every one from 
his own plaoe; Eliphaz the Temun¬ 
ite, and Bildad the Shuhitc, and Zo- 
phar the Naamalhite: for thoy had 
made an appointment logethor to 
oomo to mourn with him, and to com¬ 
fort him. 

12 And when they lifted up theit 
eyes afar off, and kucw him not, they 
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lifted up their roioo end wept; and 
they rent every one his mantle, and 
sprinkled duBt upon *hrir heads to¬ 
ward heaven. 

13 So they sal down wilb him upon 
the ground seven days and seven 
nights, and none spake a word unto 
him; for they saw that his grief was 
very great. 

CHAPTER Ill. 

Job curses the day of his birth—Tht cate of 
death — He complaitvdh of l\ft. 
FTEIl this opened Job his mouth, 
and cursed his day. 

2 And Job spake, and said, 

3 Let the day perish wherein I was 
horn, and the night in which it was 
said, There is a man child conceived. 

4 Let that day he darkness; let not 
God regard it from above, Dcitber let 
the light shine upon it. 

5 Let darkness and the shadow of 
death stain it; let a cloud dwell upon 
it; let the hlackness of the day ter¬ 
rify it. 

6 As for that night, let darkness 
seize upon it; let it not be joined unlo 
the days of (he year; let it not come 
into the number of the months. 

7 Lo, let that night be solitary; let 
no joyful voice come therein. 

8 Let them curso it that curse the 
day, who are ready to raiso up their 
mourning. 

9 Let the stars of the twilighL 
thereof be dark; let it look for light, 
but have none; neither let it see the 
dawning of the day; 

10 Because it shut not up the doors 
of my mother's womb, nor hid sorrow 
from mine eyes. 

11 Why died I not from the womb? 
why did I not give up the ghost when 
1 came out of tho belly? 

12 Why did the knees prevent me? 
or why the breasts that 1 should 
suok ? 

13 For now should I have lain still 
and been quiot, 1 should have slept; 
then had 1 been at rest, 

14 With kings and counsellor? of Ihe 
earth, which built desolate places f_>r 
thomselves; 

15 Or with princes that had gold, 
who filled their houses with silver; 

16 Or as a hidden untimely birth 1 
had not been; as infants which never 
saw light. 

17 There the wicked cease from 


troubling; and there the weary be at 
rest. 

18 Thero tho prisoners rost toge¬ 
ther; they hear not the voice of the 
oppressor. 

19 The small and great are there; 
and the servant is free from hit 
master. 

20 Wherefore is light given lo him 
that is in misery, and life unto the 
bitter in soul; 

21 Which loDg for death, hut it 
couicth not; and dig for it more thau 
for hid treasures; 

22 Which rejoice exceedingly, and 
are glad, when they can find the 
grave ? 

23 Why is light given to a man 
whoBe way is hid, and whom God 
hath hedged In? 

24 For my sighing cometh hefore 
I cat, and my roarings arc poured out 
like the waters. 

25 For the thing wbioh I greatly 
feared is come upon me, and that 
which I was afraid of is come nnto 
me. 

26 1 was not in safety, neither had 
I rest, neither was I quiet; yet trou¬ 
ble came. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Eltphaz rrprovetti Job. 

1IEN Eliphaz the Temanite an¬ 
swered and said, 

2 If we assay to commune with 
thcc, wilt thou ho grieved? but who 
can withhold himself from speaking? 

3 Behold, thou hast instructed many, 
and thou hast strengthened the weak 
hands. 

4 Thy words have upholden him 
that was falling, and thou hast 
strengthened the feeble knees.

11 The old lion perisheth for look 
of prey, and the stout lion’s whelps | 
ere scattered abroad. I 

1 2 Now a thing was secretly brought | 
to me, and mine car received a little 
thereof. 

13 In thoughts from the visions of * 
(he night, when deep sleep fa Moth on 
men, 

14 Fear came upon me, and trem¬ 
bling, which made alt my bones to 
shake. 

15 Then a spiriL passed before my 
face ; the hair of my flesh stood up ;

18 Heboid, he put no trust in his , 
servants; and his angels he charged 
with folly ; 

19 llow much less in them that 
dwell in houses of clay, whoso foun¬ 
dation is in the dust, which arc crush¬ 
ed before the moth ? 

20 They nro destroyed from morn¬ 
ing to evening ; they perish for over 
without any regarding it. 

21 Doth not thoir excellency which 
is in them go away ? they dio, oven 
without wisdom.

10 Who giveth rain upon the earth, 
and sendeth waters upon the fields;

12 lie disappointeth the devices of 
the orafty, so that their hands cannot 
perform (heir enterprise. 

13 lie taketh the wise in their own 
craftiness; and the counsel of the 
frownrd is carried headlong. 

14 They meet with darkness in the 
daytime, and grope in the noonday 
as in the night. 

15 But he saveth the poor from the 
sword, from their mouth, and from 
the hand of the mighty. 

18 So the poor hath hope, and ini¬ 
quity stoppeth her mouth. 

17 Behold, happy is the man whom 
God corrcctcth; therefore despise 
not thou tho chastening of the Al¬ 
mighty ; 

18 For he maketh sore, and hindeth 
up; he woundeth, and his hands 
make whole. 

19 lie shall deliver thee in six 
troubles ; yea, in seven there shall no 
evil touch Ihcc. 

20 In famine he shall redeem thee 
from death; and in war from the 
power of the sword. 

21 Thou shnlt bo hid from the 
scourge of the tongue; neither shalt 
thou bo afraid of destruction when 
it comcth. 

22 At destruction and famine thou 
shalt laugh; neither shalt thou be 
afraid of the beasts of the earth. 

23 For thou shalt ho in league with 
tho stones of the field; and the 
beasts of the field shall he at peace 
with Ihce. 

24 And thou shalt know that thy 
tahcrnnclc shall be in peace; and 
thou shall visit thy habitation, and 
shall not sin. 

25 Thou shalt know also that thy 
seed shall be great, and thine off¬ 
spring as tho grass of tho earth. 

28 Thou shalt oome to thy grave in 
a full age, like as a shook of corn 
oouicth in in bis season. 

27 Lo this, wo have searched it, so 
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It ta j bear It, and know thou It for 
thy good.

Job'* complaint/ are not causeless—lie wish- 
eth far death and reprovcth his friends. 
UT Job answered and said, 

2 Oh that my grief were tho¬ 
roughly weighed, and my calamity 
laid in Ihe balances together! 

3 For now it would be heavier than 
the sand of the sea; therefore my 
words are swallowed up. 

4 For the arrows of the Almighty 
are within me, the poison whereof 
drinketh up my spirit ; the terrors 
of God do sot themselves in array 
against me. 

5 Doth the wild ass bray when he 
hath grass ? or loweth the ox over his 
fodder? 

6 Can that which is unsavoury bo 
eaten without salt? or is there any 
taste in the white of an egg? 

7 The things that my soul refused 
to touch are as my sorrowful meat. 

8 Oh that I might have my request; 
and that God would grant me the 
the thing that I long for ! 

9 Even that it would please God to 
destroy me; that he would let loose 
his hand, and cut me off! 

10 Then should I yot have com¬ 
fort; yea, I would harden myself in 
sorrow ; let him not spare ; for I have 
not concealed the words of the Holy 
One. 

11 What is my strength, that I 
should hope ? and what is mine end, 
that I should prolong my life? 

12 Is my strength the alrength of 
stones? or is my flesh of brass? 

13 Is not my help in me? and is 
wisdom driven quite from me? 

14 To him that is afflicted pity 
should he showed from his friend; 
but he forsaketh the fear of the Al¬ 
mighty. 

15 My brethren have dealt dcooit- 
fully as a brook, and as the stream 
of brooks they pass away; 

16 Which are blackish by reason of 
the ioe, and wherein tho snow is hid; 

17 Wbat time they wax warm, they 
vanish ; when it is hot, they are con¬ 
sumed out of their place. 

18 The paths of their way are turned 
aside; they go to nothing, and perish. 

19 The troops of Tema looked, the 
oompanies of Sheba waited for them. 


20 They were confounded because 
they had hoped ; they came thither, 
j and were ashamed, 
i 21 For now ye are nothing; ye see 
I my casting down, and arc afraid. 

22 Did I say, Bring unto mo ? or, G ive 
a reward for me of your substance? 

23 Or, Deliver me from the enemy's 
hand ? or, Redeem me from the hand 
of the mighty ? 

24 Teach me, and I will hold my 
tongue; and cause me to understand 
wherein I have erred. 

25 How forcible are right words ! 
hut what doth your arguing reprove ? 

26 Do ye imagine to reprove words, 
and the speeches of one that is des¬ 
perate, which are as wind ? 

27 Yea, ye overwhelm the father¬ 
less, and yc dig a pit for your friend. 

28 Now therefore be content, look 
upon me; for it is evident unto you 
if I lie. 

29 Return, I pray you, let it not 
he iniquity; yea, return again, my 
righteousness is in it. 

30 Is there iniquity In my tongue? 
cannot my taste discern perverse 
things ? 

CHAPTER VII. 

Job czcuseth his desire of death—Be am - 
plaineth of his own restlessness and God’s 
watchfulness. 

[ S there not an appointed time to 
man upon earth ? are not his days 
also like the days of a hireling? 

2 As a servant earnestly desireth 
the shadow, and a9 a hireling lookelh 
for the reward of his work ; 

3 So am I made to possess months 
of vanity, and wearisome nights ore 
appointed to me. 

4 When I lie down, I say, When 
shall I arise, ADd the night be gone? 
and I am full of tossings to and fro 
unto the dawning of the day. 

5 My flesh is clothed with worms 
and clods of dust; my 9kin is broken, 
and become loathsome. 

G My days aro swifter thaD a wea¬ 
ver’s shuttle, and arc spent without 
hope. 

7 Oh remember that my life is wind ; 
mine eye shall no more sec good. 

S The eye of him that hath seen me 
shall see me no more; thino eyes are 
upon me, and I am not. 

9 As the cloud is consumed and 
vaniehoth away; so he that goeth 
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dowo to the grave shall oome up no 
more. 

10 He shall return no more to his 
house, noithor shall his plaoe know 
him any more. 

11 Therefore I will not refrain my 
mouth ; I will speak in the anguish 
of my spirit,* I will oomplain in the 
bittorness of my soul. 

12 Am I a eca, or a whale, that thou 
settost a watch over me ? 

13 Whon 1 say, My bed shall com* 
Tort me, my couch shall case my 
complaint; 

14 Thon thou ecarest me with 
dreams, and torrifieet me through 
visions; 

15 So that my soul ohooseth strang¬ 
ling, and death rather than my 
life. 

16 I loathe it; I would not live al- 
way ; let ine alone; for my days are 
vanity. 

17 What is man, that thou ehould- 
est magnify him? and that thou 
shouldcsl set thine heart upon him ? 

18 And that thou shouldest visit 
him every morning, and try him 
every mom on t ? 

19 How long wilt thou not depart 
from mo, nor let me alone till I swal¬ 
low down my spittle? 

20 I have sinned; what shall I do 
unto thoe, 0 thou preserver of men ? 
why hast thou sot mo as a mark 
against thee, so that I am a burden 
to myself? 

21 Aud why dost thou not pardon 
my trausgrossion, and take away 
mine iniquity ? for now shall I sleep 
in tho dust; and thou Bhalt Beek me 
in the morning, but I shall not bo. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Bildad thoweJJt Qod’i justice, 
rpIIEN answered Bildad the Shu- 
bite, and said, 

2 How long wilt thou speak these 
IbingB ? and how long shall the words 
of t hy mouth bo like a strong wind ? 

3 Doth God porvert judgment? or 
doth the Almighty pervort justice ? 

4 If thy ohildron have sinnod 
against him, and he have oaat thorn 
away for their transgression ; 

6 If thou wouldost seek unto God 
betimos, and make thy supplication 
to the Almighty; 

(1 If thou wort pure and upright; 
Barely now he would awake for thee. 
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and make the.habitation of thy righ^ 
eousness prosperous. 

7 Though thy beginning was small, 
yet thy latter end should greatlj in¬ 
crease. 

8 For inquire, I pray thee, of the 
former age, and prepare thyself to the 
search of their falhers; 

9 (For we aro but of yesterday, and 
know nothing, because our days upon 
earth are a shadow ,) 

10 Shall not they teach thee, and 
tell thee, and utter words out of their 
heart ? 

11 Can the rush grow up without 
mire ? can the flag grow without 
water ? 

12 Whilst it is yet in his greenness, 
and not cut down, it withereth before 
any other herb. 

13 So are the paths of all that for¬ 
get God; and the hypoorite's hope 
shall perish; 

14 Whoso hope shAll be out off, and 
whoso trust shall be a spider's web. 

15 lie shall lean upon his hoase, 
but it shall not stand; he shall hold 
it fast, but it shall not endure. 

16 He is green before the sun, and 
his branch shooteth forth in his gar- 
don. 

17 His roots aro wrapped about the 
heap, and sccth the plaoo of stones. 

18 If he destroy him from his place, 
then it shall deny him, saying, I have 
not seen thee. 

19 Behold, this is the joy of his 
way, and out of the earth shall others 
grow. 

20 Behold, God will not oast away 
a perfeot man, neither will he help 
the evil-doerB; 

21 Till he All thy mouth with laugh¬ 
ing, and thy lips with rejoicing. 

22 They that hate thee shall be 
olothed with shamo; and the dwell- 
ing-plnoe of the wioked shall oome to 
naught. 

CHAPTER IX 

God's justice—Han't innocency is not to be 
condemned by afflictions. 

HEN Job answered and said, 

2 I know it is so of a truth; 
but how should man be just with 
God? 

3 If he will oontend with him, he 
cannot answer him one of a thou¬ 
sand. 

4 Ho is wise in heart, and mighty 
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In strength; who hath hardened 
himself against him, and hath pros¬ 
pered ? 

5 Which removeth the mountains, 
and they know not; which overturn¬ 
ed them in his anger; 

6 Which shaketh the earth oat of 
her place, and the pillars thereof 
tremolo; 

7 Which commanded the sun, and 
it risclh not; and sealeth up the 
stars; 

8 Which alone epreadeth out the 
heavens, and treadeth upon the waves 
of the sea; 

9 Which maketh Arcturus, Orion, 
and Pleiades, and the chambers of 
the south; 

10 Which doeth great things past 
finding out; yea, and wonders with¬ 
out number. 

11 Lo, he goelh by me, and I see 
him not; he passoth on also, but I 
perceive him not. 

12 Behold, he taketh away, who can 
hinder him? who will say unto him, 
What doest thou ? 

13 If God will not withdraw his 
anger, the proud helpers do stoop 
under him. 

14 Ilow much leSB shall I answer 
him, and choose out my words to 
reason with him 7 

15 Whom, though I were righteous, 
yet would I not answer, but I would 
make supplication to my judge. 

16 If I had called, and he had 
answered me ; yet would I not be¬ 
lieve that he had hearkened unto my 
voice. 

17 For he breaketh me with a tem¬ 
pest, and multiplieth my woands 
without cause. 

IS He will not suffer me to take 
my breath, hot filleth me with bitter¬ 
ness. 

19 If I speak of strength, lo, he is 
strong; and if of judgmout, who shall 
sot me a timo to plead? 

20 If I justify myself, mine own 
mouth Bhall oondemn me; if I say, I 
am perfect, it shall also prove me 
perverse. 

21 Though I were perfeot, yot would 
I not know my soul; I would despise 
my life. 

22 This is odd thing, therefore I 
said it, He destroyeth the perfeot and 
the wicked. 


23 If the scourge slay suddenly, he 
will laugh at the trial of the inno¬ 
cent. 

24 The earth is given into the hand 
of the wicked; he covereth the faces 
of the judges thereof; if not, where, 
and who is he ? 

25 Now my days are swifter than a 
post; they flee away, they see no 
good. 

26 They are passed away as the 
swift ships; as the eagle thathasteth 
to the prey. 

27 If I say, I will forget my com¬ 
plaint, I will leave off my heaviness, 
and comfort myself; 

28 I am afraid of all my sorrows, I 
know that thou wilt not hold me 
innocent. 

29 If I be wicked, why then labour 
1 in vain ? 

30 If I wash myself with snow 
water, and make my hands never so 
clean; 

31 Ycl shall thou plunge me in the 
ditoh, and mine own clothes shall ab¬ 
hor me. 

32 For he is not a man, as I am, 
that I should answer him, and we 
should come together in judgment. 

33 Neither is there any daysman 
betwiit us, that might lay his hand 
upon us both. 

34 Let him take his rod away from 
me, and let not his fear terrify me; 

35 Then would I speak, and not fear 
him ; but it is not so with me. 

CHAPTER X. 

Job crpostulaUth with God about his ajflio 
turns. 

Y soul is weary of my life ; I will 
leave my complaint upon my¬ 
self; I will speak in the bitterness of 
my toul. 

2 I will say unto God, Do not con¬ 
demn me; show me wherefore thoo 
conlendcst with me. 

3 Is it good unto thee that thon 
shouldest oppress, that thou should- 
est despise the work of thine hands, 
and shine upon the oouneol of the 
wioked ? 

4 Hast thou eyes of flesh ? or seest 
thou as man aceth 7 

5 Are (hy days as tho days of man 7 
are thy years as man's days, 

6 That thou inquirest after mine 
iniquity, and scarohest after my sin 7 

7 Thou knowest that I am not 
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wloked; and there Is none that can 
deliver ont of thine hand. 

8 Thine hands have made me and 
fashioned me together round about; 
yet tbou dost destroy me. 

0 Remember, I beseech thee, that 
thou hast made me as the clay; and 
wilt thou bring me into dust again? 

10 Hast thou not poured me out as 
milk, and curdled me like cheese? 

11 Thou hast clothed me with skin 
and flesh, and hast fenced me with 
bones and sinews. 

12 Thou hast granted me life and 
favour, and thy visitation hath pre¬ 
served my spirit. 

13 And these things hast thou hid 
in thine heart; 1 know that this is 
with theo. 

II If I sin, then thou markost mo, 
and thou wilt uot acquit me from 
mine iniquity. 

15 If I be wicked, woe unto me; 
and if I be righteous, yet will I not 
lift up my head. I am full of con¬ 
fusion ; therefore see thou mine alHic- 

t ion ; 

10 For it increascth. Thou hunt- 
cat me as a florae lion; and again- 
Ihou showest thyself marvellous upon 

UIC. 

17 Tbou renewest thy witnesses 
agninsl me, and incrcasest thine in¬ 
dignation upon me ; changes and war 
arc against mo. 

18 Wherefore then hast thou brought 
me forth out of the womb ? Oh that I 
had given up the ghost, and no eye 
bad seen me! 

III I should have beon ns though I 
had not beon; I should have been 
carried from the womb to the grave. 

20 Aro not my days few ? cense 
l ben, and let me alone, that I may 
hi ke comfort a little, 

21 lloforo I go whence I shall not 
return, even to the land of darkness 
it nd (ho shadow of doath ; 

22 A land of darkness, as darkness 
iI self; and of the shadow of death, 
without any order, and where the 
light is as darkness. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Zophar rtprovdh Job. 

milKN answered Zophar tho Naa- 

X mnlhito, and said, 

2 Should not the multitude of words 
be answered? and should a man full 
of talk be justified 7 
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3 Should thy lies make men hold 
their peace? and when thou mookest, 
shall no man make thee ashamed ? 

4 For thou hast said, My dootnne 
is pure, and I am clean in thine eyes. 

5 But oh that Ood would speak, and 
open his lips against thee; 

6 And that he would show thee the 
secrets of wisdom, that they are 
double to that which is! Know there¬ 
fore that Ood oxaoteth of thee less 
than thine iniqoity deserveth. 

7 Canst thou by searching find oat 
Ood? canst thou find out the Al¬ 
mighty unto perfeotion ? 

8 It is as nigh as heaven; what 
canst thou do? deeper than hell; 
whnt canst thou know? 

9 The measure thereof is longer 
than the earth, and broader than the 
sea. 

10 If he cut off, and shut nj', or 
gather together, then who can hinder 
him ? 

11 For he knoweth vain men; he 
scclh wickedness also; will he not 
then consider it ? 

12 For vain man would bo wise, 
though man be born like a wild ass’s 
colt. 

13 If thou prepare thine heart, and 
stretch out thine hands toward him ; 

14 If iniquity be in thine hand, pat 
it far away, and let not wickedness 
dwell in thy tabernacles. 

15 For then shalt thon lift up thy 
face without spot; yea, thou shalt be 
steadfast, and shalt not fear; 

16 Beoause thou shalt forget thy 
misery, and remember it as waters 
that pass away; 

17 And thine age shall be clearer 
than the noon-day; thou shalt shine 
forth, thou shalt be aB the morning. 

18 And thou shalt be seoure, be- 
causo there is hope; yea, thou shalt 
dig about tbee, and thou shalt take 
thy rest in safety. 

19 Also thou shalt lie down, and 
none shall make thee afraid; yea, 
many shall make suit unto thee. 

20 But the eyes of the wicked shall 
fail, and they shall not escape, and 
their hope shall be as the giving up 
of the ghost. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Job acknnwUdgdh GotTt omnipotency. 
ND Job answered and said, 

2 No doubt but ye are the 
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people, and wisdom shall die with 
you. 

3 But I have understanding as well 
as you; I am not inferior to yon; 
yea, who knoweth not such things 
as these ? 

4 I am as one mocked of his neigh¬ 
bour, who oalleth upon God, and he 
answereth him; the just upright man 
is laughed to scorn. 

5 He that is ready to slip with his 
feet is as a lamp despised in the 
thought of him that is at ease. 

(3 Tho tabern&oles of robbers pros¬ 
per, ftDd they that provoko God are 
secure; into whose hand God bring- 
eth abundantly. 

7 But ask now the beasts, and they 
shall teach thee; and the fowls of the 
air, and they shall tell thee; 

8 Or speak to the earth, and it shall 
teach thee; and the fishes of the sea 
shall declare unto thee. 

9 Who knoweth not in all these 
that the hand of the Lord hath 
wrought this ? 

10 In whose hand is the soul of 
every living thing, and the breath of 
all mankind. 

11 Doth not the ear try words ? and 
the mouth taste his meat ? 

12 With the ancient is wisdom; 
and in„ length of days understand¬ 
ing. 

13 With him is wisdom and strength, 
he hath counsel and understanding. 

14 Bohold, he broaketh down, and 
it cannot be built again; he shutteth 
up a man, and there oan be no open¬ 
ing. 

15 Behold, he withholdoth the 
waters, and they dry up; also he 
eeudeth them out, and they overturn 
the earth. 

16 With him is strength and wis¬ 
dom ; the deceived and tho deceiver 
aro his. 

17 He loadcth counsellors away 
spoiled, and maketh the judgos fools. 

18 He looseth the bond of kings, 
and girdeth their loins with a girdle. 

19 He loadeth prinoes away spoiled, 
and over thro wetn the mighty. 

20 He removoth away the speech of 
the trusty, and taketh away tho 
understanding of the aged. 

21 He pouroth oontempt upon 
prinoes, and weakeneth the strength 
>f the mighty. 


22 He dieoovereth deep things out 
of darkness, and bringeth out to light 
the shadow of death. 

23 He increaseth the nations, and 
destroyeth them; he enlargeth the 
nations, and straiteneth them again. 

24 He taketh away the heart of the 
chief of the people of the earth, and 
causeth them to wander in a wilder¬ 
ness where there is no way. 

25 They grope in the dark without 
light, and he maketh them to stagger 
like a drunken man. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Job reproveth hit friend*—He, mtrraldJk fa 
know God's purpose tn affiiding Urn. 

0, mine eye hath seen all this, 
mine ear hath heard and under¬ 
stood it. 

2 What ye know, the same do I 
know also; I am not inferior unto 
you. 

3 Surely I would speak to the 
Almighty, and I desire to reason with 
God. 

4 But ye are forgers of lies, ye are 
all physicians of no value. 

5 Oh that ye would altogether hold 
your peace! and it should be your 
wisdom. 

6 Hear now my reasoning, and 
hearken to the pleadings of my 
lips. 

7 Will ye speak wickedly for God ? 
and talk deceitfully for him 7 

8 Will ye accept his person 7 will 
ye contend for God? 

9 Is it good that he should search 
you out ? or as one man mocketh 
another, do ye so mook him ? 

10 He will surely reprove you, if ye 
do secretly accept persons. 

11 Shall not his excellency make 
you afraid? and his dread fall upon 
you ? 

12 Your remembranoes are like onto 
ashes, your bodies to bodies of day. 

13 Hold your poace, let me alone, 
that I may speak, and let ocme on 
me what will. 

14 Wherefore do I take my flesh in 
my teeth, and put my life in mine 
hand ? 

15 Though ho slay me, yet will I 
trust in him; but I will maintain 
mine own ways before him. 

16 He also shall be my salvation; 
for a hypoorite shall not oome hefore 
him. 
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17 Hear diligently my speech, and 
my declaration with your ears. 

18 Behold now, I havo ordered my 
cause; I know that 1 shall bo justi¬ 
fied. 

19 Who is he that will plead with 
me? for now, if I hold my tongue, I 
shall giro up the ghoBt. 

20 Only do not two things unto 
me; then will I not hide myself from 
thee. 

21 Withdraw thine hand far from 
me; and let Dot (hy dread make mo 
afraid. 

22 Then call thou, and 1 will 
answer; or let me epeak, and answer 
thou me. 

23 How many are mine iniquities 
and Bins 7 make me to know my 
transgression and my sin. 

24 Whcroforo hidost thou thy face, 
and boldest me for thine enemy ? 

25 Wilt thou break a leaf driven to 
and fro? and wilt thou pureuo tho 
dry stubble ? 

26 For thou writest bitter things 
against mo, and makest me to possess 
the iniquities of my youth. 

27 Thou putteet my feet also in the 
stocks, and lookeet narrowly UDto all 
my nnths; thou settost a print upon 
tho heels of my feet. 

28 And he, as a rotten thing, con- 
sumoth, as a garment that is moth- 
eaten. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Job mtrealeih God far favour. 

AN that is born of a woman is 
of fow days, and full of trouble. 

2 Jfo cometh forth like a flower, and 
is cut down; he fleeth also as a 
shadow, and continuetb not. 

3 And doBt thou open thino eyes 
upon Buah a one, and bringest me 
into judgment with thee? 

4 Who can bring a clean thing out 
of an unoloan ? not one. 

5 Seeing hiB days are determined, 
the number of hie months are with 
theo, thon hast appointed his bounds 
that be cannot pass; 

6 Turn from him, that he may rost, 
till he shall accomplish, as a hireling, 
bis day. 

7 For there is hope of a tree, if it be 
out down, that it will sprout again, I 
and that the lender branoh thereof 
will not ooase. 

fl Though the root thereof was old 
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in the earth, and the etook thereof 
die in the ground; 

fi Yet through the soent of water it 
will bud, and bring forth boughs like 
a plant. 

10 But man dieth, and wastoth 
away ; yea, man giveth up the ghost, 
and whero is he ? 

11 As the waters fail from tho sea, 
and the flood decayeth and drioth up ; 

12 So man lieth down, and riseth 
not; till the heavens be no more, 
they shall not awake, nor be raised 
out of their slocp. 

13 Oh that thou wouldest hide me 
in the grave, that thou wouldest keep 
me secret, until thy wrath he past, 
that thou wouldest appoint me a set 
time, and remember me! 

14 If a man die, shall he live again ? 
all the days of my appointed time 
will I wait, till my chftngo come. 

15 Thou Bhalt call, and I will answer 
thee; thou wilt have a desire to the 
work of thine hands. 

16 For now thou numborest my 
steps; dost thou not watch over my 
sin ? 

17 My transgression is sealed up in 
a bag, and thou sewest up mine 
iniquity. 

18 And surely the mountain falling 
comoth to naught, and tho rook is 
removed out of hiB place. 

19 The waters wear the stones; 
thou washest away the things which 
grow out of the dust of the earth; 
and thou dcstroyest the hope of man. 

20 Thou prevailost for over against 
him, and he passeth; thou ohangest 
his countenance, and sendest him 
away. 

21 His eons oome to honour, and he 
knoweth it not; and they are brought 
low, but he peroeiveth it not of 
them. 

22 But his flesh upon him shall 
havo pain, and his soul within hitn 
shall mourn. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Eliphat rrprortih Job of impiety. 
IIEN answered Elipnaz the 
Temanile, and said, 

2 Should a wise man niter vain 
knowlcdgo, and fill his belly with the 
east wind ? 

3 Should he reason with unprofit¬ 
able talk ? or with spceohes where- 
with he can do no good 7 
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4 Tea, thou castest off fear, and re- 
BtrnineBt prayer before God. 

5 For thy mouth uttereBt thine in¬ 
iquity, and thou ehoosest the tongue 
of the crafty. 

0 Thine own mouth coDdemnelh 
thee, and not I; yea, thine own lips 
testify against thee. 

7 Art tbou the first man that was 
bora ? or wast thou made before tho 
biHs? 

B Hast thou heard the secret of 
God? and dost thou restrain wisdom 
to thyself? 

9 What knowcsl thou, that we know 
not? what underetandest thou, which 
is not in us ? 

10 With us are both the gray¬ 
headed and very aged men, much 
elder than thy father. 

11 Are tho consolations of God 
small with thee? is there any secret 
thing with thee ? 

12 Why doth thine heart carry 
thee away ? and what do thy eyes 
wink at, 

13 That thou turncst thy spirit 
against God, and lettest such words 
go out of thy mouth? 

14 What is man, that he should 
be elefln? and he which is born of a 
woman, that he should be righteous? 

15 Behold, he putLeLh no trust in 
his saints; yea, tho heavens are not 
clean in his eight, 

16 Now much more abominable and 
filthy is man, which drinketh iniquity 
like water? 

17 I will show thee, hear me; and 
that which I have seen I will de¬ 
clare ; 

19 Which wise men have told from 
their fathers, aod have not hid it; 

19 Unto whom alone the earth was 
given, and no stranger passed among 
them. 

20 The wioked man travaileth with 
pain all hie days, and the number of 
years is hidden to the oppressor. 

21 A dreadful sound is in his ears; 
in prosperity the destroyer shall oomo 
upon him. 

22 lie believeth not thnt he shall 
return out of darkness, and he is 
waited for of tho sword. 

23 He wandereth abroad for bread, 
saying, Where is it? he hnoweth that 
the day of darkness is ready at his 
hand. 


24 Trouble aud anguish shall make 
him afraid; they shall prevail against 
him, as a king ready to tho battle. 

25 For he stretcheth oat his hand 
against God, and strengthened him¬ 
self against the Almighty. 

26 He runneth upon him, even on 
his neck, upon the thick bosses of his 
bucklers; 

27 Because he covereth his face 
with his fatness, and maketh oollop i 
of fat on his flanks. 

28 And he dwelled in desolate 
cities, and in honses which no man 
iuhabiteth, which are ready to he- 
come heaps. 

29 He shall not he rich, neither 
shall his substance continue, neither 
shall he prolong the perfection thereof 
upon the earth. 

30 lie shall not depart out of dark¬ 
ness; the flame snail dry up his 
branches, and by the breath of his 
mouth shall he go away. 

31 Let not him that ia deceived 
tnist_in vanity; for vanity shall be 
his recompense. 

32 It shall be accomplished before 
his time, and his branch shall not be 
green. 

33 He shall shake off his unripe 
grape as the vine, and shall cast off 
his flower as the olive. 

34 For the congregation of hypo¬ 
crites shall be desolate, and fire shall 
consume the tabernacles of bribery. 

35 They conceive mischief, and 
bring forth vanity, and deir belly 
prepared deoeit. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Job maintawth hit vovxmey. 

HEN Job answered and said, 

2 I have heard many such 
things; miserable oomforters are ye 
all. 

3 Shall vain words have an end? 
or what emboldenetb thee that dou 
answerest ? 

4 I also could speak as ye do; if 
your soul were in my soul's stead, I 
could heap up words against yon, 
and shake mine head at you. 

5 But I would strengthen you with 
my mouth, and the moving of my 
lips should assuage your grief. 

6 Though I speak, my grief is not 
assuaged; and though I forbear, what 
am I eased ? 

7 But now he hath made me weary;

9 lie tcareth me in his wrath, who 
bntcth me; ho gnasheth upon mo 
with his teeth; mine enemy shnrp- 
enoth his eyes upon mo. 

10 They have gaped upon me with 
their mouth; they have smitten mo 
upon the cheoh reproachfully; they 
have gathered themselves together 
against tne. 

11 Ood hath dolivorod mo to the 
ungodly, and turned mo over into 
the hands of the wioked. 

12 I was at ease, but ho hath 
broken mo asunder; ho hath also 
taken mo by the neck, and shaken 
uio to pieces, and set me up for his 
mark. 

13 ITLb archers compass me round 
about, he oleaveth my roins asunder, 
and doth not spare; ho pourcth out 
my gall upon the ground. 

U lie broaketh mo with breach 
upon broach; ho runneth upon me 
like a giant. 

15 I have sewed saokoloth upon 
iny skin, and defiled my horn in the 
dust. 

10 My face is foul with weeping, 
nnd on iny eyelids is the shadow of 
death ; 

17 Not for any iujustioe in mine 
hands; also my prayer is pure. 

18 0 earth, oover not ihou my blood, 
and let my cry have no plaoo. 

19 Also now, behold, my witness 
is iu heaven, and myrocord is on high. 

20 My friends scorn mo; but mine 
eyo poureth out tears unto God. 

21 Oh that one might plead for a 
man with God, as a man plcadcth for 
his neighbour! 

22 Whon a few years are oomo, 
then 1 shall go the way whence I 
Bhalt not return. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Job appealeth to Ood — I/it hope not in this 

lift. 

Y breath is corrupt, my days are 
oxtinot, the graves are ready 
for mo. 

2 Aro there not mookors with mo? 
and doth not mine eye continue in 
their provocation ?

3 Lay down now, put me in a surety 
with thee; who is ne that will strike 
hands with me? 

4 For Ihou hast hid their heart from 
understanding; therefore sbalt thou 
not exalt them. 

5 He that speakoth flattery to his 
friends, even the eyes of his children 
shall fail. 

0 He hath made me also a byword 
of the people; and aforetime I was 
as a tab ret. 

7 Mine eye also is dim hy reason 
of sorrow, and all my members are 
as a shadow. 

8 Upright men shall ho astonied 
at this, and the innocent shall stir up 
himself against the hypoorite. 

9 The righteous also shall hold on 
his way, and he that hath clean 
hands shnll be stronger aud stronger. 

10 But as for you all, do ye return, 
and cotne now; for I cannot find one 
wise man among you. 

11 My days are past, my purposes 
arc broken off, even the thoughts of 
my heart. 

12 They change the night into day ; 
the light is short boenuse of dark¬ 
ness. 

13 If I wait, the grave is mine 
house; I have made my bed in the 
darkness. 

14 I have said to corruption, Thou 
art my father; to the worm, Thou art 
my mother, and my sister. 

15 And whero is now my hope? ae 
for my hope, who shall see it? 

16 They shall go down to the bars 
of the pit, when our rost together is 
in the dust. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

Bildad telleth the calamities of the tricked. 
HEN answered Bildad the Shah- 
ito, and said, 

2 Ilow long will it be ere ye make 
an end of words ? mark, and after¬ 
wards we will speak.

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tabernacle, and his candle shall be 
pat out with bim. 

7 Tho steps of his strength shall be 
straitened, and hia own counsel shall 
oast bim down. 

8 For ho is cast into a net by his 
own feet, and he walketh upon a 
snare. 

9 The gin shall take him by the 
heel, and the robber shall prevail 
against him. 

10 The snaro is laid for him in the 
ground, and a trap for him in the 
way. 

11 Terrors shall make bim afraid 
on every side, and shall drive him to 
his feet. 

12 His strength shall be hunger- 
bitten, and destruction shall be ready 
at his side. 

13 It shall devoar the strength of 
his skin; even the first-born of death 
shall devour his strength. 

14 His confidence shall be rooted 
out of his tabernacle, and it shall 
hring him to the king of terrors. 

15 It shall dwell in his tnbernacle, 
because it i9 nono of his; brimstone 
shall be scattered npon his habita¬ 
tion. 

10 Hia roots shall bo dried up be¬ 
neath, and above shall his branch he 
cut off. 

17 His remembrance shall perish 
from tho earth, and he Bhall have no 
namo in the street. 

IS He shall be driven from light 
into darkness, and chased ont of the 
world. 

19 He shall neither have son nor 
nephew among his people, nor any 
remaining in his dwellings. 

20 They that come after him shall 
he astonied at his day, as they that 
went hefore wore affrighted. 

21 Surely such aro the dwellings of 
tho wicked, and this is the place of 
him that knowoth not God. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Job crarxthpity and bcJievcth the resurrection. 

HEN Job answered and said, 

2 How long will ye vex my soul 
and break me in pieces with words? 

3 These ten times have ye reproach¬ 
ed mo; ye aro not ashamed that ye 
make yourselves strange to me. 

4 And be it indeed that I have 
erred, mine error remaineth with 
myself. 


5 If Indeed ye will magnify your¬ 
selves against me, and plead against 
me my reproach; 

0 Know now that God hath over¬ 
thrown me, and hath compassed me 
with his net. 

7 Behold, I cry out of wrong, hut 
I am not heard; I cry aloud, hut 
there is no judgment. 

8 He hath fenced up my way that 
I cannot pass, and he hath set dark¬ 
ness in my paths. 

9 He hath stripped me of my glory 
and taken the crown from my head. 

10 He hath destroyed me on every 
side, and I am gone; and mine hope 
hath he removed like a tree. 

11 He hath also kindled his wrath 
against me, and he counteth me unto 
him as one of his enemies. 

12 His troops come together, and 
raise up their way against me, and 
encamp round about my tabernacle. 

13 He hath put my brethren far 
from me, aDd mine acquaintance are 
verily estranged from me. 

14 My kinsfolk have failed, and my 
familiar friends have forgotten me. 

15 They that dwell in mine house, 
and my maids, count me for a stran¬ 
ger; I am an alien in their sight. 

16 I called my servant, and he gave 
mo no answer; I entreated him with 
my mouth. 

17 My breath is strange to my wife, 
though I entreated for the children's 
sake of mine own body. 

18 Yea, yoang children despised 
me; I arose, and they spake against 
me. 

19 All my Inward friends abhorred 
me; and they whom I lovod are 
turned against me. 

20 My hone oleaveth to my skin 
and to my flesh, and I am escaped 
with the skin of my teeth. 

21 Have pity upon me, have pity 
upon me, O ye my friends; for the 
hand of God hath touohed me. 

22 Why do ye persecute me as 
God, and are not satisfied with my 
flesh ? 

23 Oh that my words were now 
written I oh that they were printed 
in a book I 

24 That they were graven with an 
iron pen and lead in the rook for 
ever! 

25 For I know that my Redeemer 
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liveth, and that be shall stand at the 
latter day upon the earth; 

26 And though after my skin worms 
destroy this body, yet in my flesh 
shall I see God ; 

27 Whom I shall see for myself, 
and mine eyes shall behold, and not 
another; though my reins he con¬ 
sumed within me. 

28 But ye should say, Why perse- 
outo wo bim, seeing the root of the 
matter is found in me? 

29 Bo ve afraid of the sword; for 
wroth hringeth the punishments of 
the sword, tbat ye may know there is 
a judgment. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Zophar showed » the state and portion of the 
wicked. 

HEN answored Zophar tho Naa- 
mathite, and said, 

2 Therefore do my thoughts oau9e 
me to answer, and for this I make 

haste. 

3 I have heard the check of my re¬ 
proach, and the spirit of my under¬ 
standing oauseth me to answer. 

4 Knowest thou not this of old, 
since man was placed upon ourth, 

5 That the triumphing of the wiok- 
od is short, and tho joy of the hypo¬ 
crite but for a moment? 

6 Though bis exoellenoy mount up 
to tho heavens, and his head rcacn 
unto the olouds; 

7 Yot he Bhall perish for over liko 
his own dung; they which havo seen 
him shall say, Whore is bo? 

8 lie shall fly away as a dream, and 
shall not he found; yoa, ho shall be 
ohasod away as a vision of tho night, 

9 The eye also which saw him shall 
see him no more; neither shall his 
place any more bohold him. 

10 Ilie children shall seek to pleaso 
tho poor, and his hands shall restore 
their goods. 

11 Ilis bones are full of the sin of 
his youth, whioh shall lie down with 
bim in the dust. 

12 Though wlokedncss he swoet in 
his mouth, though he hide it under 
his tonguo; 

13 Though ho spare it, and forsako 
it not, but keep it still within his 
mouth; 

14 Yot his moat in his bowels is 
turned, It Is the gall of asps within 
him. 
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15 He hath swallowed down riobea, 
and ho shall vomit them up again; 
God shall cast them out of his helly. 

16 He shall suck the poison of asps; 
the viper's tongue shall slay him. 

17 He shall not seo the rivers, the 
floods, the hrooks of honey and hutter. 

18 Tbat which he laboured for shall 
he restore, and shall not swallow it 
down; according to his substance 
shall the restitution he, and he shall 
not rejoice therein. 

19 Because he hath oppressed and 
hath forsaken the poor; hec&uso he 
hath violently taken away a house 
which he huilded not; 

20 Surely he shall not feel quiotneas 
in his belly, ho shall not save of that 
whioh he desired. 

21 There shall none of his meat be 
left; therefore shall no man look for 
his goods. 

22 In tho fulness of his sufficiency 
he shall bo in straits; every hand of 
the wicked shall oome upon him. 

23 When he is about to fill bis helly, 
God shall cast the fury of his wrath 
upon him, and shall rain it upon him 
while he is eating. 

24 He shall floe from the iron woa- 
on, and tho how of steel shall strike 
im through. 

25 It is drawn, and oomoth out of 
tho body; yea, the glittering sword 
cometh out of his gall; terrors are 
upon him. 

26 All darkness shall bo hid in his 
secret places; afire not blown shall 
consume him; it shall go ill with him 
that is loft in his tabernaolo. 

27 The heaven shall reveal hie in¬ 
iquity, and tho earth shall rise up 
against him. 

28 Tho increase of his house shall 
depart, and his goods shall flow aw&y 
in the day of his wrath. 

29 This is the portion of a wioked 
man from God, and the heritage ap¬ 
pointed unto him by God. 

CHAPTER XXI. 


/o6 showeth that the wicked do prosper and 



UT Joh answored and said, 

2 Hear diligently my speech, 
and let thiB be your consolations. 

3 Sudor mo that I may spoak; and 
after that I have spokon, rnook on. 

4 As for mo, is my oomplaint to 
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man? and if it were so, why should 
not my spirit be troubled? 

5 M?rk me, and bo astonished, and 
lay your hand upon your mouth. 

G Even when I remember I urn 
afraid, and trembling takclh hold on 
my flesh. 

7 Wherefore do the wicked live, be¬ 
come old, yea, arc mighty in power? 

3 Their seed is established in their 
eight with them, and their offspring 
before their eyeB. 

9 Their houses are safe from fear, 
neither is the rod of God upon them. 

10 Their bull gendereth, and failclh 
not; their cow calvclh, and castcth 
not her calf. 

11 They send forth their little ones 
like a Bock, and their children dance. 

12 They take tho timbrel and harp, 
and rejoice at the sound of the organ. 

13 They spend their days in wealth, 
and in a moment go down to the 
grave. 

14 Therefore they say unto God, 
Depart from us; for wo desire not the 
knowledge of thy ways. 

15 What is the Almighty, that we 
should serve him? and what profit 
should we have, if wo pray unto him? 

16 Lo, their good is not in their 
hand; the counsel of the wicked is 
far from me. 

17 How oft is the candle of the 
wicked pul out! and how oft cowcth 
their destruction upon them! God 
distributeth sorrows in his anger. 

18 Thoy are as stubble before tho 
wind, and as chaff that the storm 
carrieth away. 

19 God laycth up his iniquity for 
his children; he rewardeth him, and 
he shall know it. 

20 Ilia eyes shall sco his destruo- 
tion, and ho shall drink of the wrath 
of the Almighty. 

21 For what pleasure hath ho in his 
houso after him, when tho number of 
his months is cut off in tho midst? 

22 Shall any teach God knowledge? 
seeing bo judgeth those that are 
high. 

23 Ono dieth in his full strength, 
being wholly at case and quiet. 

24 His broasts aro full of milk, and 
his hones aro moistened with marrow. 

25 And another dioth in the bitter¬ 
ness of his soul, and never eateth with 
pleasure. 


26 They shall lie down alike is 
the dust, and the worms shall cover 
them. 

27 Behold, I know your thoughts, 
and the devices which ye wrongfully 
imagine against me. 

28 For ye say, Where is the house 
of tho priuce ? and where are the 
dwelling-places of the wicked ? 

29 Have yc not asked them that go 
by the way ? and do ye oot know their 
tokens, 

30 That the wicked is reserved to 
the day of destruction? they shall be 
brought forth to the day of wrath. 

31 Who shall declare his way to his 
face? and who shall repay him what 
he hath done ? 

32 Yet shall he be brought to the 
grave, and shall remain in the tomb. 

33 The clods of the valley shall be 
sweet unto him, and every man shall 
draw after him, as there are innu¬ 
merable before him. 

31 IIow then comfort ye mo in vain, 
seeing in your answers there remain- 
clh falsehood.

7 Thou hast not given water to the 
weary lo drink, and thou hast with- 
holden bread from tho hungry. 

8 But as for the mighty man, he 
had tho earth; and the honorable 
man dwelt in it. 

9 Thou hast sent widows away 
omply, and the arms of the fatherless 
have been broken. 

10 Thoroforo snaroa are round about 
thee, and sudden foar troubleth thee; 

11 Or darkness, that thou oanst not 
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aee 7 and abundance of waters cover I the innocent; and it is delivered 


thee. 

12 Is not Ood in the height of hea¬ 
ven? and behold the height of the 
stars, how high they arc! 

13 And thou eayest, How doth God 
know? can he judge through tho 
dark cloud 7 

14 Thick clouds aro a covering to 
him, that he aecth not; and he walk- 
eth in the circuit of heaven. 

15 Hast thou marked the old way 
which wicked men have trodden? 

Id Which were out down out of time, 
whose foundation was overflown with 
a flood; 

17 Which said unto God, Depart 
from us ; and what can tho Almighty 
do for them ? 

18 Yet ho filled their houses with 
good things; but the counsel of tho 
wicked is far from me. 

Id The righteous see it, And are 
glad; and the innocent laugh them 
to scorn. 

20 W T hercas our substance is not cut 
down, but the remnant of them the 
fire consumctb. 

21 Acquaint now thysolf with him, 
and be at peace; thereby good shall 
come unto thoo. 

22 Receive, I pray thee, tho Iaw from 
his mouth, and lay up his words in 
thino heart. 

23 If thou return to the Almighty, 
thou shult bo built up, thou shult 
put away iniquity far from thy taber- 
naclos. 

24 Then shall thou lay up gold as 
dust, and tho gold of Ophir ns the 
stonos of the brooks. 

25 Yea, the Almighty shall be thy 
defence, and thou shalt have plenty 
of silver. 

2d For then shalt thou have thy 
delight in tho Almighty, and shalt 
lift up thy faoo unto God. 

27 Thou shalt rnako thy prayer unto 
him, and ho shall hoar thee, and thou 
shalljiay thy vows. 

28 Thou shalt also decree a thing, 
and it shall he established unto Iheo; 
and tho light Bhall shino upon thy 
ways. 

20 When men aro oast down, then 
thou shalt say. There is lifting up ; 
and ho shall save the humble per¬ 
son. 

30 lie shall deliver the island of 


the pureness of thine hands. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

Job UmgdJi for Ood—God obitrvclh our ways 
— Job't innocency. 

rpHEN Job answered and said, 

X 2 Even to-day is my complaint 
bitter; my stroke is heavier than my 
groaning. 

3 Oh that I knew where I might 
find him ! that I might come even to 
his seat! 

4 I would order my cause before him, 
and fill my mouth with arguments. 

5 I would know the words which he 
would answer me, and understand 
what he would say unto me. 

0 Will he plead against me with his 
great power? No; but he would pat 
strength in me. 

7 There tho righteous might dispute 
with him; so should I be delivered 
for ever from my judge. 

S Behold, I go forward, but he is 
not there; and backward, but I cannot 
perceive him; 

9 On the left hand, where ho doth 
work, but I cannot behold him ; he 
hidelli himself on tho right hand, 
that I cannot see him ; 

10 But he knoweth the way that I 
take ; when he hath tried me, I shall 
come forth as gold. 

11 My foot hath held his steps, his 
way have I kept, and not declined. 

12 Neither have [ gone back from 
the commandment of his lips ; I have 
esteemed the words of his mouth more 
than my nccossnry food. 

13 But lie is in one mind, and who 
can turn him ? and wbat his soul da* 
siroth, even that ha doelh. 

14 For ho pcrforincth tho thing that 
is appointed for me; and many such 
things are with hitn. 

15 Therefore nin I troubled at his 
presence; when I consider, I am afraid 
of bira. 

16 For God mftketh my heart soft, 
and the Almighty troublcth me; 

17 Bcoause I was not cut olf before 
the darkness, neither hath he oovered 
the darkness from my face. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

There is a judgment far the wicked 
HY, seeing times arc not hidden 
from the Almighty, do they 
that know him not see his days? 

2 Some removo the landmarks; they 
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violently take away (looks, and feed 

thereof. 

3 They drive away the ass of the 
fatherless, they take the widow’B ox 
for a plcdgo. 

4 They turn the needy out of the 
way; the poor of the earth hide them¬ 
selves together. 

5 Behold, as wild asaes in the de¬ 
sert, go they forth to their work; rising 
betimes for a prey; the wilderness 
yieldcth food for them and for their 
children. 

6 They reap every one hie corn in 
the field; and they gather the vin¬ 
tage of the wicked. 

7 They cause the naked to lodge 
without clothing, that they have no 
covering in the cold. 

S They are wet with the showers 
of the mountains, and embrace the 
rock for want of a shelter. 

9 They pluck the fatherless from the 
breast, and take a pledge of the poor. 

10 They cause him to go naked 
without clothing, and tbey take away 
the sheaf from the hungry ; 

11 Which mnke oil within their 
walls, nnd tread their wine-presses, 
and suffer thirst. 

12 Men groan from out of the city, 
and the soul of the wounded cricth 
out; yet God layeth not folly to them. 

13 They are of those that rebel 
against the light; they know not the 
ways thereof, nor abide in tho paths 
thereof. 

14 The murderer rising with the 
light killotb the poor and needy, and 
in tbc night is as a thief. 

15 The eye also of tho adulterer 
waiteth for the twilight, saying, No 
eye shall see me; and disguisetb his 
fooe. 

16 In the dark they dig through 
houses, which tbey had marked for 
themselves in tho daytime; they know 
not tbo light. 

17 For tho morning is to them oven 
as tho shadow of death; if one know 
them, they are in the terrors of the 
shadow of death. 

18 He is swift as the waters; their 
ortion is enrsed in tho earth; ho bo- 
oldoth uot the way of the vineyards. 

19 Drought and beat consumo the 
snow waters; so doth the grave thoso 
which have sinuod. 

20 Tho womb shall forget him; tho 


worm shall feed sweetly on him; be 
shall be no more remembered; and 
wickedness shall bo broken as a tree- 

21 lie evil entreateth the barren that 
bcareth not; and doeth not good to 
tho widow. 

22 Be draweth also the mighty with 
his power ; he riseth up, and no man 
is sure of life. 

23 Though it be given him to be in 
safety, whereon he resteth; yet nil 
eyes are npon their ways. 

24 They are exalted for a little while, 
but are gone and brought low; they 
are taken out of the way as all other, 
and cut off as the tops of the ears of 
corn. 

25 And if it be not so now, who will 
make me a liar, and make my speech 
nothing worth ? 

CHAPTER XXV. 

The words of BQdad the Shufiilt. 
HEN answered Bildad the Shuh- 
ite, and said, 

2 Dominion and fear are with him ; 
he maketh peace in his high places. 

3 Is there any number of his armies?

and whoso spirit oame from thee? 

5 Dead things are formed from un¬ 
der the waters, and the inhahitants 
thereof. 

6 llell is naked before him, and de¬ 
struction hath no covering. 

7 He stretcheth out the north over 
the empty place, and hangeth the 
earth npon nothing. 
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8 He bindeth up the waters in hie 
thick clouds; And the cloud is not 
rent uodor theiu. 

y Ho holdeth bnok tho face of his 
throne, and sproadeth his cloud upon 
it. 

10 Ho hath oompasscd the waters 
with hounds, until the day and night 
come to an end. 

11 The pillars of heaven tremble, 
and are astonished at his reproof. 

12 lie divideth the sea with hid 
power, and by his understanding he 
Btnitctb through thb proud. 

13 By his Spirit ho hath garnished 
the hoavons; his hand hath formed 
the crookod serpent. 

11 Lo, tkeso are parts of bis ways : 
but how little a portion is heard of 
him? but the thunder of his power 
who can understand? 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Jolt’s sincerity—The hypocrite—Blessings by 
the wicked are turned into curses. 

M OREOVER Job continued his 
parable, and said, 

2 As God livclh, who hath taken 
away my judgment; and the Al¬ 
mighty, who hath vexed my soul; 

3 All tho while my breath is in 
me, and the Spirit of God is in my 
nostrils; 

4 My lips shall not Bpeak wioked- 
noss, nor my tonguo utter dooeit. 

5 God forbid that I should justify 
you; til) I die I will not rernovo 
mine integrity from me. 

6 My righteousness I hold fast, and 
will not let it go; my heart shall not 
reproach me so long as I livo. 

7 Let mine enemy be as tho wickod, 
and he that riseth up agaiust me as 
the unrighteous. 

8 For what is tho hope of the hypo- 
orite, though ho hath gained, wnon 
Goa tnketh away his soul ? 

0 Will God bear his ory when trou¬ 
ble oomoth upon him ? 

10 Will he delight himself in the 
Almighty? will ho always call upon 
God 7 

11 I will toooh you by tho hand of 
God ; that which is with the Almighty 
will I not oonocal. 

12 Bohold, all ye yoursolvcs have 
seen it; why thou aro ye thus alto¬ 
gether vain ? 

\3 This is the portion of a wicked 
man with God, and the heritage of 


oppressors, which they shall receive 
of the AlmighLy. 

14 If his ohildrcn be multiplied, it 
iB fur the sword; and his offspring 
shall not bo satisfied with bread. 

15 Those that remain of him shall 
be buried in death ; and his widows 
shall not weep. 

16 Though he heap up silver as 
the dust, and prepare raiment as the 
clay; 

17 He may prepare it, but the just 
shall put it on, and the innocent shall 
divido the silver. 

18 He buildclh his house as a moth, 
and as a booth that tho keeper mak- 
oth. 

19 The rich man shall lie down, but 
he shall not be gathered ; he opencth 
his eyes, and he is not. 

20 Torrors lake hold on him as 
waters, a tempest slealoth him away 
in the night. 

21 The east wind carrieth him away, 
and he doparteth; and as a storm 
hurlcth him out of his plaoo. 

22 For God shall cast upon him, 
and not spare; he would fain flee out 
of his hand. 

23 Men shall olap their hands at 
him, and shall hiss him out of his 
place. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

Wisdom un excellent gift of Ood. 
URELY there is a vein for the 
silver, and a place for gold where 
they fine it. 

2 Iron is taken out of the oarth, 
and brass is molten out of the stone. 

3 Ho sottoth an end to darkness, 
and scarchoth out all perfection; the 
stones of darkness, and the shadow 
of death. 

4 The flood breaketh out from the 
inhabitant; ovod the wators forgotten 
of the foot; they are dried up, they 
are gone away from men. 

& As for the earth, out of it cometh 
bread ; and undor it is turned up as 
it wero fire. 

6 Tho stones of it aro the plaae of 
sapnhiros; and it hath dust of gold. 

7 Thero is a path which no fowl 
knowelh, and which the vulture's eye 
hath not soon; 

9 The lion's whelps have not trod¬ 
den it, nor the fleroe lion passed by 
it. 

9 He putleth forth hli hand upon 
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tbe rook; he overturneth the moun¬ 
tains bj the roots. 

10 11c outteth out rivers among the 
rocks; and bis eye seclh every pre¬ 
cious thing. 

11 Ho bindeth the floods from over¬ 
flowing; and the thing that is hid 
bringeth he forth to light. 

12 But where shall wisdom be 
found? and where is the placoof un¬ 
derstanding ? 

13 Man knoweth not the price there¬ 
of; noither is it found in the land of 
the living. 

14 The depth saith, It is not in 
mo; and the sea saith, It is not with 
me. 

15 It cannot be gotten for gold, 
neither shall silver be weighed for 
the price thereof. 

16 It cannot ho valued with tho gold 
of Ophir, with the precious onyx, or 
tho sapphire. 

17 The gold and the crystal can¬ 
not equal it; and tho exchango of it 
shall not bo for jewels of fine gold. 

18 No mention shall be made of 
coral, or of pearls; for the price of 
wisdom is above rubies. 

19 The topaz of Ethiopia shall not 
equal it, neither shall it be valued 
with pure gold. 

20 Whence then cometh wisdom ? 
and whero is the place of understand¬ 
ing? 

21 Scoing it is hid from tho eyes of 
all 1'ving, and kept close from tho 
fowls of the air. 

22 Destruction and death say. We 
have heard the fame thereof with our 
ears. 

23 God understandeth the way there¬ 
of, and he knoweth the place thereof. 

24 For he looketh to the onds of 
the earth, and seeth under the whole 
heaven; 

25 To make the weight for the 
winds; and he weigheth the waters 
by measure. 

26 When he made a decreo for the 
rain, and a way for tho lightning of 
the thunder; 

27 Then did he see it, and declare 
It; he prepared it, yea, and searohed 
it oat. 

28 And onto man he said, Behold, 
the fear of the Lord, that is wisdom ; 
and to depart from evil is under¬ 
standing. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 

Job't former prosperity and honour. 

M oreover job continued his 

parable, and said, 

2 Ob that I were as id months 
past, as in the days when God pre¬ 
served me; 

3 When his candle shined upon my 
head, and when by his light I walked 
through darkness; 

4 As I was. in tbe days of my youth, 
when the secret of God was upon my 
tabernacle ; 

5 When the Almighty was yet with 
me, when my children wero about me ; 

6 When I washed my steps with 
butter, and the rock poured me out 
rivers of oil; 

7 When I went out to the gate 
through tho city, when I prepared my 
seat in tho street! 

8 The young men saw me, and hid 
themselves; and the aged arose, and 
stood up. 

9 The princes refrained talking, and 
laid their hand on their mouth. 

10 The nobles held their peace, and 
their tongue cleaved to the roof of 
their mouth. 

11 When the car heard me, then it 
hlessed me; and when the eye saw 
me, it gave witness to me; 

12 Because I delivered the poor that 
oried, and the fatherless, and him 
that had none to help him. 

13 The hlessing of him that was 
ready to perish came upon ine; and 
I caused the widow’s heart to eiog 
for joy. 

14 I put oo righteousness, and it 
clothed me; my judgment was as a 
robe and a diadem. 

15 I was eyes to the blind, and feet 
was I to tho lame. 

16 I was a father to the poor; and 
the cause which I knew not I searohed 
out. 

17 And I brake the jaws of the 
wioked, and plucked the spoil out of 
his teeth. 

18 Then I said. I shall die in my 
nest, and I shall multiply my daya 
as the sand. 

19 My root was spread out by the 
waters, and the dew lay all night 
upon my branch. 

20 My glory was fresh in me, and 
and my bow was renewed in my 
hand. 
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21 Unto me men gave ear, and 
waited, and kept silence at my counsel. 

22 After my words they spake not 
again ; and cuy speech dropped upon 
them. 

23 And they waited for mo as for 
the rain; and they opened their 
mouth wide as for the latter rain. 

24 If I laughed on them, they be¬ 
lieved it not; and the light of my 
countenance they cast not down, 

25 I choso out their way, uud sat 
obief, and dwelt as a kiug in the 
army, as one that comforteth the 
mourners. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

Joi>‘g fi<numr it turned into contempt , hit 
prosperity into calamity. 

UT now they that are younger 
than I have inc in derision, 
whose fathers I would have disdained 
to have set with the dogs of my flock. 

2 Yea, wheroto might the strength 
of their hands profit me, in whom old 
age was perished ? 

3 For want and famiuc they wore 
solitary; fleeing into the wilderness 
in former time desolate and waste ; 

4 Who eut up mallows by tho bushes, 
and juniper roots for their meat. 

o They wero driven forth from 
among mon, (they oried after them 
as after a thief,) 

0 To dwoll in tho oliffa of the valleys, 
in eaves of tho earth, and in the 
rocks. 

7 Among the bushes they brayed; 
under tho nettles they woro gathered 
logo t her. 

8 Thoy were ohildron of fools, yea, 
children of base men ; they were viler 
than the earth. 

9 And now am I their sung, yea, I 
am thoir by-word. 

10 They abhor me, they flee far from 
me, and spare not to spit in my faoe. 

11 Because ho hath loosed my cord, 
and afflicted me, thoy have also let 
loose (he bridle before me. 

12 Upon my right hand rise tho 
youth : they push away my foot, and 
thoy raise up against me the ways 
of their destruction. 

13 They mar my path, they sol for¬ 
ward my calamity, thoy have no 
helper. 

L4 They oamo upon mo as a wide 
breaking in of wators; in tho desola¬ 
tion they rolled thomselvos upon me. 
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15 Terrors arc turned upon mej 
they pursue soul as the wind ; and 
my welfare passeth away as a cloud. 

1C And uow my soul is poured out 
upon me ; the days of affliction have 
taken hold upon me. 

17 My bones arc pieroed in mo in 
the night season; and my sinews 
lako no rest, 

18 By tho great force of my disease 
is my garment changed ; it bindeth 
me about as the collar of my coat. 

19 He hath cast mo into the mire, 
and I am become like dust and ashes. 

20 I cry unto thee, and thou dost 
not hear me; I stand up, and thou 
regardcst me not. 

21 Thou art become cruel to me; 
with thy strong hand thou opposest 
thyself against mo. 

22 Thou liftcst mo up to tho wind ; 
thou causcst me to ride upon it, and 
dissolvcst my suhstanec. 

! 23 For I know that thou will bring 
me to death, and to the house 
appointed for all living. 

24 Ilowbeit he will not stretch out 
his hand to the grave, though thoy 
cry in his destruction. 

25 Did not I weep for him that was 
in trouble? was not my soul grieved 
for the poor ? 

26 When I looked for good, then 
evil came unto mo; and when I watted 
for light, there came darkness. 

27 My howels boiled, and rested 
not; tho days of affliction prevented 
me. 

28 I went mourning without the 
sun; I stood up, and I cried in the 
congregation. 

29 1 am a brother to dragonB, and 
a companion to owls. 

30 My skin is hlack upon me, and 
my bonos aro burned with heat. 

31 My harp also is turned to mourn¬ 
ing, and my organ into the voice of 
them that weep. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

Job protettdh hit integrity. 

MADE a oovenaut with mine eye*; 
why then should I think npon a 
maid ? 

2 For what portion of Qod is there 
from above ? and what inheritance 
of the Almighty from on high ? 

3 Is not dostruction to the wicked 1 
and a strange punishment to the 
workers of iniquity 7 
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4 Doth not he see my ways, and 
count all my sleps? 

5 If I have walked with vanity, or 
if my foot hath hasted to decoit; 

6 Lot mo be weighed in an even 
balance, that God may know mine 
integrity. 

7 If my step hath turned out of the 
way, and mine heart walked after 
mine eyes, and if any blot hath 
oleaved to mine hands; 

8 Then let me sow, and lot another 
eat; yea, let my offspring be rooted out. 

9 If mine heart have been deceived 
by a woman, or if I have laid wait at 
my neighbour’s door; 

10 Then let my wifo grind unto 
another, and let others bow down 
upon her. 

11 For this is a heinous crime ; yea, 
it is an iniquity to be punished by 
the judges. 

12 For it is a fire that oonsumeth to 
destruction, and would root out all 
mine increase. 

13 If I did despise the cause of my 
man-servant or of my maid-servant, 
when they contended with me; 

14 What then shall I do when God 
risoth up 7 and when he visiteth, 
what shall I answer him ? 

15 Did not he that made me in the 
womb make him ? and did not one 
fashion us in the womb ? 

16 If I have withheld the poor from 
their desire, or have caused the eyes 
of the widow to fail; 

17 Or have eaten my morsel myself 
alone, and the fatherless hath not 
eaten thereof; 

18 (For from my youth he was 
brought up with mo, ab with a father, 
and I have guided her from my 
mother’s womb;) 

19 If I have seen any perish for 
want of olothiog, or any poor without 
covering; 

20 If his loins have not blessed me, 
and if he were not warmed with the 
fieeoe of my sheep ; 

21 If I have lifted up my hand 
against the fatherless, when I saw 
my help in the gate; 

22 Then let mino arm fall from my 
shoulder blade, and mine arm be 
broken from the bone. 

23 For destruction from God was 
a torror to me, and by reason of his 
highness I oould not endure. 


24 If I have made gold my hope, 
or have said to the fine gold, Thou 
:iit my confidence; 

25 If I rejoiced hccause my wealth 
was great, and because mine h&Dd 
had gotten much; 

20 If I beheld the sun when it 
shined, or the moon walking in 
brightness; 

27 And tny heart hath been secret¬ 
ly entioed, or my mouth hath kisBed 
my hand; 

28 This also were an iniquity to be 
unished hy the judge; for I should 
ave denied the God that i9 above. 

29 If I rejoiced at the destruction 
of him that hated me, or lifted ap 
myself when evil found him ; 

30 (Neither havo I suffered my 
mouth to sin by wishing a curse to 
his soul.) 

31 If the men of my tabernacle 
said not, Oh that we had of his flesh! 
we cannot be satisfied. 

32 The stranger did not lodge in the 
street; but I opened my doors to the 
traveller. 

33 If I covered my transgression 
as Adam, by hiding mine iniquity in 
my bosom ; 

34 Did I fear a great multitude, or 
did the contempt of families terrify 
me, that I kept silence, and went not 
out of the door ? 

35 Oh that one would hear me! be¬ 
hold, my desire is, that the Almigh¬ 
ty would answer me, and that mine 
adversary had written a book. 

36 Surely I would take it upon my 
shoulder, and bind it as a orown to 
me. 

37 I would declare unto him the 
number of my Btepe; as a prinoe 
would I go near unto him. 

38 If my land cry against me, or 
that the furrows likewise thereof 
complain; 

39 If I have eaten the fruits there¬ 
of without money, or have caused (he 
owners thoroof to lose their life; 

40 Let thistles grow instead of 
wheat, and oockle instead of barley. 
The words of Job are ended. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

Eliftu , angry with Job, ticvsdb Aim—Hit 
rrprovflh Job's frisfuis. 

0 these three men ceased to an- 
swor Job, bccauso ho war right¬ 
eous in his own eyes. 




CHAPTER XXXIII. 


2 Then was kindled the wrath of 
Elihu the son of Bnrachol the Buzite, 
of the kindred of Bam ; against Job 
was bis wraih kindled, because he 
justified himself rather than God. 

3 Also against his three friends was 
bis wrath kindled, because they had 
found no answer, and yet had con¬ 
demned Job. 

4 Now Elihu had waited till Job 
had spoken, because they were elder 
than he. 

5 When Elihu saw that there was 
no answer in the mouth of theso three 
men, then his wrath wa9 kindled. 

0 And Elihu the son of Barachel 
tho Buzite answered and said, I am 
young, and ye are very old; whero- 
foro I was afraid, and durst not Bhow 
you mine opinion. 

7 I said, Days should speak, and 
multitude of years should loach wis¬ 
dom. 

'8 But there is a spirit in man; and 
tho inspiration of the Almighty giv- 
oth them understanding. _ _ v 

9 Great men arc not always wise;\ 
neithor do tho aged understand judg-J 
ment. 

10 Therefore I said, Hearken to 
mo ; I also will show mine opinion. 

11 Bohold, I waited for your words; 

I gave ear to your reasons, whilst ye 
searched out what to say. 

12 Yea, I attonded unto you, and 
bohold, thore was nono of yon that | 
convinced Job, or that answered his 
words ; 

13 Lest ye should say, We have 
found out wisdom ; God thrustelh him 
down, not man. 

14 Now he hath not dircoted his 
words against me; neithor will I 
answor him with your speeches. 

15 They wore amazed, they answer¬ 
ed no more; they loft off speaking. 

10 When I had waited, (for they 
■pake not, but stood still, and an¬ 
swered no more,) 

17 I said, I will answor also my 
part; I also will show mine opinion. 

16 For I am full of matter; the 
spirit within me oonatraineth mo. 

19 Behold, my belly is as wino 
which haLh no vent; it is ready to 
buret like now bottles. 

20 I will speak, that I may he re¬ 
freshed ; I will open my lips and an¬ 
swer. 
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21 Lot me not, I pray you, accept 
any man’s person ; neither let me give 
flattering lilies unto man. 

22 For I know not to give flattoring 
titles; in so doing my Maker would 
soon take me away. 

CHAPTER XXXIIL 

Elihu offrrtOi Vo reason with Job—Ood eoB> 
dh man lo rej>mtancs by visions, by afflic¬ 
tions, and by his ministry. 

HEREFORE, Job, I pray thee, 
hear my speeches, and hearken 
to all my words. 

2 Behold, now I havo opened my 
mouth, my tongue hath spoken in 
my mouth. 

3 My words shall be of the up¬ 
rightness of my heart; and my lips 
shall utter knowledge clearly. 

4 The Spirit of God hath made me, 
and the breath of the Almighty hath 
given me life. 

5 If thou oanBt answer me, set thy 
words in order before me, stand 
up. 

6 Bohold, I am according to thy 
wish in God’s stead; I also am form¬ 
ed out of the clay. 

7 Behold, my terror shall not make 
thee afraid, neither shall my hand be 
heavy upon thee. 

8 Surely thou hast spoken in mine 
hoaring, and I have heard the voice 
of thy words, saying, 

9 I am clean without transgression, 
I am innocent; noither is there 
iniquity in me. 

10 Bohold, he flndeth occasions 
against me, he oouoteth me for his 
enemy; 

11 lie putteth my feet in the stocks, 
he marketh all my paths. 

12 Behold, in this thou art not jnet; 
I will auswor thee, that God is greater 
than man. 

13 Why dost thoa strive against 
him ? for he giveth not aooonnt of 
any of his matters. 

14 For God apeaketh once, yea 
twioo, yot man poroeiveth it not. 

16 In a dream, in a vision of the 
night, when deep sleep falleth upon 
men, in slumbenpgs upon the bea; 

10 Thon he openeth the ears of 
men, and eeAleth their instrnotion, 

17 That he may withdraw man from 
his purpose, and hide pride from 
man. 

18 He keopeth book hia soul from 
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the bit, and his life from perishing 
by tne sword. 

19 lie ie chastened also with pain 
upon his bed, and the multitude of 
his bones with strong pain; 

20 So that his life abhorreth bread, 
and his soul dainty meat. 

21 His flesh is consumed away, that 
it cannot be seen ; and his bones that 
were not seen stick out. 

22 Tea, his soul draweth near unto 
the grave, and his life to the des¬ 
troyers. 

23 If there be a messenger with 

o 

him, an interpreter, one among a 
thousand, to show unto man his up¬ 
rightness ; 

24 Then he is gracious unto him, 
and eaith, Deliver him from going 
down to the pit; I have found a 
ransom. 

25 His flesh shall be fresher than 
a child’s; ho shall return to the days 
of his youth; 

26 He shall pray uuto God, and ho 
will be favourable unto him; and he 
shall seo his face with joy; for he 
will render unto man his righteous¬ 
ness. 

27 IIo looketh upon men, and if 
any say, I have sinned, and pervert¬ 
ed that which was right, and it pro¬ 
fited me not; 

28 He will deliver his soul from 
going into the pit, and his life shall 
see the light. 

29 Lo, All these things worketh God 
oftentimes with man. 

30 To bring back his soul from the 
pit to be enlightened with the light 
of the living. 

31 Mark well, 0 Job, hearken unto 
me; bold thy peace, and I will speak. 

32 If thou hast anything to say, 
answer me; speak, for I desire to 
justify thee. 

33 If not, hearken unto mo; hold 
thy peace, and I shall loach thoe 
wisdom. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

Elihu reproveth Job. 
URTHERMORE Elihu answerod 
and said, 

2 Hear my words, 0 ye wise men; 
and give ear unto me, ye that have 
knowledge. 

3 For the ear trieth words, as the 
mouth tasteth meal. 

4 Let us ohoose to us judgment; 


let us know among onrselves what is 
good. 

5 For Job hath said, I am right¬ 
eous ; and God hath taken away my 
judgment. 

6 Should I lie against my right! 
my wound is incurable without trans¬ 
gression. 

7 What man is like Job, whodrink- 
olh up scorning like water ? 

8 Which goeth in company with 
the workers of iniquity, and walketh 
with wicked men. 

9 For he hath said, It profiteth a 
man nothing that he should delight 
himself with God. 

10 Therefore hearken unto me, ye 
men of understanding; far be it from 
God, that he should do wickedness ; 
and from the Almighty, that he 
should commit iniquity. 

11 For the work of a man shall he 
render unto him, and cause every 
man to find according to his ways. • 

12 Yea, surely God will not do 
wickedly, neither will the Almighty 
pervert judgment. 

13 Who hath given him a charge 
over the earth ? or who hath disposed 
the whole world ? 

14 If he set his heart upon man, if 
he gather unto himself hiB spirit and 
his breath ; 

15 All flesh shall perish together, 
and man shall turn again unto dust. 

16 If now thou bast understanding, 
hear this; hearken to the voice of my 
words. 

17 Shall cvcq he that hateth right 
govern ? and wilt thou condemn him 
that is most just? 

18 Is it fit to say to a king, Thou 
art wickod? aud to princes, Ye are 
ungodly ? 

19 How much less to him that ao- 
ccptcth not the persons of princes, 
□ or regardeth the rioh more than the 

oor ? for they all are the work of hii 
ands. 

20 In a mornont shall they die, and 
:ho people shall be troubled at mid¬ 
night, and pass away; and the 
mighty shall be taken away without 
hand. 

21 For his eyes are upon the ways 
of man, and ho scelh all his goings. 

22 There is no darkness, nor shadow 
of death, where the workers of in¬ 
iquity may hide themselvea. 
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23 For be will not lay upon man 
more than right; that he should en¬ 
ter into judgment with God. 

21 He shall break in piecos mighty 
men without number, and set others 
In their stead. 

25 Therefore ho knoweth their 
works, and he overturneth them in 
I lie night, so that they are destroyed. 

26 IIo striketh them as wicked men 
In the open sight of others; 

27 Because they turned back from 
him, aDd would not oonsider any of 
bis ways ; 

28 So that they cause the cry of the 
poor to coine unto him, and he hear- 
eth the cry of the afflicted. 

29 When he giveth quietness, who 
then can make trouble 7 and when 
he hideth bis face, who then can be¬ 
hold him? whether it be done against 
a nation, or against a man only; 

30 That tho hypocrite reign not, 
lest the people bo ensnared. 

31 Surely it is meet to bo said unto 
God, 1 have borne chastisement, I will 
not offend any more. 

32 That which 1 see not teach thou 
me ; if I have done iniquit}', I will 
do no more. 

33 Should it be according to thy 
mind ? he will recompense it, whalhor 
thou refuse, or whether Lhou choose; 
and not I ; therefore speak whaL thou 
kuuwost. 

31 Let mon of understanding tell 
me, and lot a wiso man hearken unto 

UK). 

35 .Job hath Bpokon without know¬ 
ledge, and his words were without 
wisdom. 

36 My desire is that Job may bo 
Lriud unto tho end, beoauso of his 
answers for wicked men. 

37 For he nddoth rebellion unto his 
Bin, ho olappeth hie hands among 
as, and multipliuth his words against 
God. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

Ctnnparitm not to be matte with God—Many 
not heard for want of faiUi , 

L1IIU spake moreover, and said, 
2 Thiukest thou this to be right, 
that thou suidst, My righteousness is 
more than God's 7 

3 For thou suidst, What advantage 
will it be unto theo ? uud, What 
profit shall I have, if 1 bo cleansed 
from my sin 7 
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4 I will answer thee, and thy oom- 
panions with thoe. 

5 Look unto the heavens, and see ; 
and hchold the clouds which are 
higher than thou. 

6 If thou sinnest, what doest thou 
against him 7 or if thy transgressions 
be multiplied, what doest thou unto 
him ? 

7 If thou be righteous, what givest 
thou him 7 or what rcociveth he of 
thine hand ? 

8 Thy wickedness may hurt a man 
as thou art; and thy righteousness 
may profit the son of man. 

9 By reason of the multitude of op¬ 
pressions they make the oppressed 
to cry; they cry out by reason of the 
arm of tho mighty. 

10 But none saith, Where is God 
tny maker, who giveth songs in the 
night; 

11 Who toachoth us more than the 
hcasts of tho earth, and makoth us 
wiser than the fowls of heaven ? 

12 There lhej r cry, but none giveth 
answer, bccauso of the pride of evil 
mon. 

13 Surely God will not hear vanity, 
neither will the Almighty regard it. 

14 Although thou sayest thou shalt 
not see him, yet judgment is bofore 
him ; therefore trust thou in him. 

15 But now, because it is not so, he 
hath visitod iu his anger; yet he 
knoweth it not in groat extremity; 

16 Therefore doth Job open his 
mouth in vain ; he multiplieth words 
without knowledge. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

Elihu stunveth how God*l work « are to be 
magnified. 

LIIIU also proceeded, and said, 

2 Suffer me a little, and I will 
show thee that I have yet to speak 
on God’s behalf. 

3 I will fetch my knowledge from 
afar, and will asorihe righteousness 
to my Maker. 

4 For truly iny wordsshall not be 
false; ho that is perfect in knowledge 
is with thee, 

6 Behold, God is mighty, and de~ 
spiseth not any; ho is mighty in 
strength and wisdom. 

6 lie preserveth not the life of 
the wioked; but giveth right to the 
poor. 

7 He witbdraweth not his eyes

from the righteous; but with kings 
are they on tho throne; yea, he doth 
establish them for ever, and they are 
exalted. 

8 And if they be bound in fetters, 
and be holden in cords of afflic¬ 
tion ; 

9 Then he showeth them their work, 
And their transgressions that they 
nave exceeded. 

10 He opencth also their ear to 
lisciplino, and commandeth that 
hey return from iniquity. 

11 If they obey and servo him, they 
shall spend their days in prosperity, 
and their years in pleasures. 

12 But if they obey not, they shall 
perish by the sword, and they shall 
die without knowledge. 

13 But the hypocrites in heart heap 
up wrath; they cry not when ho bind- 
eth them. 

14 They dio in youth, and their life 
iB among the unclean. 

15 He delivercth the poor in his 
affliction, and opencth their ears in 
oppression. 

10 Even so would ho havo removed 
thee out of the strait into a broad 
placo, where there is no straitness; 
and that which should be set on thy 
table should be full of fatness. 

17 But thou hast fulfilled the judg¬ 
ment of the wicked; judgment and 
justice take hold on thco. 

18 Beoause there is wrath, beware 
lest he take thee away with his 
stroke; then a great rausom cannot 
deliver thee. 

19 Will he esteem thy riches ? no, 
Dot gold, nor all the forces of strength. 

20 Dosiro not the night, when peo¬ 
ple aro cut off in their place. 

21 Take heed, regard not iniquity; 
for this hast thou chosen rather than 
affliction. 

22 Bohold, God oxalteth by his 
power; who teacheth like him? 

23 Who hath enjoined him his way? 
or who can say, Thou hast wrought 
iniquity ? 

24 Remember that thou magnify 
his work, whioh men behold. 

25 Every mau may Bee it; man may 
behold it afar off. 

26 Behold, God is great, and we 
know him not, neither oan the num¬ 
ber of his years bo searched out. 

27 For he maketh small the drops 


of water; they pour down rain ac¬ 
cording to the vapour thereof; 

28 Which the clouds do drop and 
distil upon man abundantly. 

29 Also can any understand the 
spreadings of the clouds, or the noise 
of his tabernacle ? 

30 Behold, he spreadeth his light 
upon it, and covereth the bottom of 
the ee&. 

31 For by them judgeth he the peo¬ 
ple ; he giveth meat in ahundance. 

32 With clouds he covereth the 
light; and commandeth it not to 
shine by the cloud that oometh be¬ 
twixt. 

33 The noise thereof showeth con¬ 
cerning it, tho cattle also concerning 
the vapour. 

CHAPTER XXXYI1. 

God is to be feared—TIu wisdom shown. 

T this also my heart trcmbleth, 
and is moved out of his place. 

2 Hear attentively the noise of his 
voice, and the sound that gooth out 
of his mouth. 

3 lie directelh it under the whole 
heaven, and his lightning unto the 
ends of the earth. 

4 After it a voice roareth; he 
thundcreth with the voice of bis ex¬ 
cellency; and he will not stay them 
when his voice is heard. 

5 God thundcreth marvellously with 
his voice; great things doeth he, 
which we cangot comprehend. 

6 For he saith to the snow, Be thou 
on the earth; likewise to the small 
raiu, and to the great rain of his 
strongth. 

7 Ho sealelh up the hand of every 
man; that all men may know his 
work. 

S Then the beasts go into dens, and 
remain in their plaoes. 

9 Out of the south cometh the whirl¬ 
wind ; and cold out of the north. 

10 By the breath of God frost is 
given : and tho breadth of the waters 
is straitened. 

11 Also by watering he wearieth 
the thick cloud; he soattoreth his 
bright cloud; 

12 And it is turned round about 
by his counsels; that they may do 
whatsoever he oommandeth them 
upon the fooe of the world in the 
earth. 

13 He oauseth it to oome, whether 
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Tor correction, or for his land, or for 

mercy. 

14 Hearken unto this, 0 Job; stand 
jit ill, and consider the wondrous works 
of God. 

15 Dost thou know when God dis¬ 
posed them, and caused the light of 
nis cloud to shine ? 

16 Dost thou know the balancings 
nf tho clouds, the wondrous works of 
him which is perfect in knowledge? 

17 TIow thy garments aro warm, 
when he quictcth the earth by the 
soulh wind ? 

IS H ast thou with him spread out 
the sky, which is strong, and as a 
molten looking-glass? 

19 Tonch us what wo shall say unto 
him ; for we cannot order our speech 
by reason of darkness. 

20 Shall it bo told him that I speak? 
if a man speak, suroly he shall be 
Bwallowed up. 

21 And now men soe not the bright 
light which is in Lhe clouds; but the 
wind passetb, and clcansoth them. 

22 Fair weather comcth out of the 
north; with God is terrible majesty. 

23 Touching the Almighty, wo can¬ 
not find him out; he is excellent in 
power, and in judgment, and in plenty 
of justice; bo will not afflict. 

24 Men do therefore fear him ; ho 
respeot Ih not any that are wise of 
heart. 

CHAPTER XXXVIII.

TT1 i Iho Lord answered Job out 
of tho whirlwind, and said, 

2 W1 « is this that darkcnolh coun¬ 
sel by fords without knowlcdgo ?

Lhou mo. 

4 Where wast thou when I laid the 
foundations of Iho earth? dcolare, if 
thou hast understanding. 

5 Who hath laid the measures 
thereof, if thou knowest? or who 
hath strotohed the lino upon it? 

4 Whereupon are the foundations 
thereof fastened? or who laid tho 
oorner-stone thereof; 

7 Whon tho morning stars sang 
together, and nil the sons of God 
shoutod for joy ? 

9 Or who shut up the sea with 
doors, whon it brake forth, as if it 
had Issued out of the womb ? 
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9 When I made the oloud the gar¬ 
ment theroof, and thick darkness a 
swaddling-band for it, 

10 And brake up for it my decreed 
place, and set bars and doors, 

11 And said, Hitherto shalt thou 
come, but no furtbor; and here shall 
thy proud wares be stayed ? 

12 Hast thou commanded the morn¬ 
ing since tby days; and oaused the 
dayspring to know his place; 

13 That it might take hold of the 
ends of the earth, that the wicked 
might he shaken out of it? 

14 It is turned as clay to the seal; 
and they stand as a garment. 

15 And from the wicked their light 
is withholden, and the high arm shall 
bo broken. 

10 Hast thou entered into the springs 
of the sea ? or hast thou walked in 
the search of the depth ? 

17 Hare the gates of death been 
opened unto thee ? or hast thou seen 
the doors of tho shadow of death ? 

18 Hast thou perceived the breadth 
of the earth ? declare if thou knowest 
it all. 

19 Where is the way where light 
dwolloth? and as for darkness, where 
is the place thereof, 

20 That thou Hhouldost take it to the 
bound thereof, and that thou should- 
ost know the paths to the house 
thereof? 

21 Knowest thou it, because thou 
wast then horn ? or because the num 
her of thy days is great? 

22 Hast thou entered into the trea* 
sures of the snow? or hast thou seen 
the treasures of the hail, 

23 Which I have reserved against 
tho time of trouble, against the day 
of battle and war ? 

24 By what way is the light parted, 
whioh scattereth the east wind upon 
the earth ? 

25 Who hath divided a water-oonrse 
for the overflowing of waters, or a 
way for the lightning of thunder; 

20 To cause it to rain on the earth 
where no man is; on the wilderness 
wherein there is no man ; 

27 To satisfy the dosolate and waste 
ground; and to causo the bud of the 
tonder herb to spring forth? 

28 Hath tho rain a father ? or who 
hath begotten the drops of dew I 

29 Ont of whose womb oame the 
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loe? and the hoary frost of heaven, 
vho hath gendered it? 

30 The waters are hid as with a 
stone, and the face of the deep is 
Frozen. 

31 Canst thou bind the sweet in¬ 
fluences of Pleiades, or loose the bands 
of Orion ? 

32 Canst thou bring forth Mazza- 
roth in bis season ? or canst thou guido 
Arcturus with his sons? 

33 Knowcsl thou the ordinances of 
heaven ? canst thou set the dominion 
thereof in the earLh ? 

34 Canst thou lift up thy voice to 
the clouds, that abundonco of waters 
may cover thee 7 

33 Canst thou send lightnings, that 
they may go, and say unto thee, llere 
we are ? 

36 Who hath pul wisdom in the 
inward parLs ? or who hath given 
understanding to the heart? 

37 Who can number the clouds in 
wisdom? or who can stay the bottles 
of heaven, 

38 When the dust growelh into hard¬ 
ness, and the clods cleave fast to¬ 
gether? 

39 Wilt thou hunt the prey for the 
lion? or fill tho appotito of the young 
lioQB, 

40 When they couch in their dons, 
and abido in tho covert to lie in wait ? 

41 Who providcih for tho raven his 
food ? when his young ones cry unto 
God, tboy wander for lack of meat. 

CIIAPXEH XXXIX. 

God's answer continued. 
NOWEST thou the time when 
the wild goats of the rock bring 
forth ? or canst thou mark when the 
hinds do calve ? 

2 Canst thou number the mouths 
that they fulfil? or knowost thou the 
time when they bring forth ? 

3 They bow themselves, they bring 
forth their young ones, they cast out 
their sorrows. 

4 Thoir youog ones are in good 
liking, they grow up with corn; they 
go forth, and return not unto them. 

3 Who hath sent out the wild ass 
free ? or who hath loosed tho bands 
of the wild ass ? 

6 Whose houso I have made tho 
wilderness, and the barren land bis 
dwellings. 

7 He soornetb the multitude of the 


oity, neither regardeth he the crying 
of the drivor. 

8 Tho range of the mountains is his 
pasture, and he searchcth after every 
green thing. 

9 Will ihe unicorn be willing to 
serve thee, or abide by thy crib? 

10 Canst thou bind the unicorn with 
his baud in the furrow? or will he 
harrow the valleys after thee? 

11 Wilt thou trust him, because his 
strength is great? or wilt thou leave 
tby labour to him? 

12 Wilt thou believe him, that he 
will bring borne thy seed, and gather 
it into thy barn ?

10 None is so fierce that dare stir 
him up; who then is able to stand 
before me? 

11 Who hath prevented me, that I 
should repay him? whatsoever is un¬ 
der the whole heaven is mine. 

12 I will not conoual his parts, nor 
his power, nor his comely proportion. 

L3 Who can discover the face of hil 
garment ? or who oan come to him 
with his double bridle? 

14 Who can open the doors of his 
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fiooef his teeth are terrible round 
about. 

15 Hie eco-loe are his pride, shut up 
together as with a close seal. 

16 One is so near to another, that 
no air can come hetween them. 

17 They are joined one to another, 
they stick together, that they cannot 
be sundered. 

18 By his ncesings a light doth 
shine, and his eyes are like the eye¬ 
lids of the morning. 

19 Out of his mouth go burning 
lamps, and sparks of fire leap out. 

20 Out of his nostrils gocth smoke, 
as out of a seething pot or caldron. 

21 His hreath kindleth coals, and a 
flame goeth out of his mouth. 

22 In his neck remaineth strength, 
and sorrow is turned into joy before 
him. 

23 The flakes of his flesh are joined 
together; they are firm in themselves; 
they cannot be moved. 

24 His heart is as firm as a stone; 
yea, as hard as a piece of the nether 
millstone. 

25 When he raiseth up himself, the 
mighty arc afraid : by reason of break¬ 
ings they purify themselves. 

26 The sword of him that laycth at 
him cannot hold; the spear, the dart, 
nor the habergeon. 

27 He esteemeth iron as straw, and 
hrass as rotton wood. 

28 The arrow cannot make him flee; 
sling-stones are turned with him into 
stubble. 

29 Darts are counted as stubble; he 
laugheth at the shaking of a spear. 

30 Sharp stones are under him; he 
spreadeth sharp-pointed things upon 
the mire. 

31 He maketh the deep to boil like 
a pot; he maketh the 6ea like a pot 
of ointment. 

32 He maketh a path to shine after 
him; one would think the deep to be 
hoary. 

33 Upon earth there is not his like, 
who is made without fear. 

34 He beholdelh all high things; ho 
is a king over all the children of pride. 

CHAPTER XLII. 

Job submitteth himself unto God—God oo 

crptdh and blesstth Job—Job's age and 

death. 

HEN Job answered the Lord, and 
said, 


2 I know that thou canst do every¬ 
thing, and that no thought can be 
withholdcn from thee. 

3 B ho is he that hideth counsel 
without knowledge ? therefore hare 
I uttered that I understood not; 
things too wonderful for me, which I 
knew not. 

4 Hear, I beseech thee, and I will 
speak; I will demand of thee, and 
declare thou unto me. 

5 I have heard of thee by the hear¬ 
ing of the ear; but now mine eye 
seeth thee; 

6 Wherefore I ahhor myself, and 
repent in dust and ashes. 

7 And it was so, that after the 
Lord had spoken these words onto 
Joh, the Lord said to Eliphaz the 
Temanite, My wrath is kindled 
against thee, and against thy two 
fricDds; for ye have not spoken of 
me the thing that is right, as my 
servant Job hath. 

8 Therefore take unto you now seven 
bullocks and seven rams, and go to 
my servant Joh, and offer up for 
yourselves a burnt offering, and my 
servant Job shall pray for you; for 
him will I accept: lest I deal with 
you after your folly, in that ye have 
not spoken of me the things which is 
right, like my servant Job. 

9 So Eliphaz tho Temanite and 
Bildad the Shuhite and Zophar the 
Naftmathite went, and did according 
as the Lord commanded them; the 
Lord also accepted Joh. 

10 And the Lord turned the cap¬ 
tivity of Job, when he prayed for 
his friends; also the Lord gave 
Job twice as much as he had be¬ 
fore. 

11 Then came there unto him all 
his brethren, and all hi9 sisters, and 
all they that had been of his acquaint¬ 
ance before, and did cat bread with 
him in his house : and they bemoaned 
him, and comforted him over all the 
evil that the Lord had brought upon 
him; every mon also gave h : ra a 
piece of money, and every or.© an 
earring of gold. 

12 So the Lord blessed the latter 
end of Job more than his beginning; 
for he had fourteen thousand sheep, 
and six thousand oamels, and a thou¬ 
sand yoke of oxen, and a thousand 
she asses. 
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13 Ho had also seven ions and three 
daughters. 

14 And he called the name of tbe 
first Jemima: and the name of the 
second. Ki /.ia; and the name of the 
Lhird Kvmj-happuch. 

15 And in all thu land were no wo¬ 
men found do fair as the daughters 
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of Job; and their father gave them 
inheritance among their brethren. 

10 After this lived Job a hundred 
and forty years, and saw his sons, 
and his sous’ sons, even four genera¬ 
tions. 

17 So Job died, being old and fall 
of days.

3 Lot us break their bands asun- 
dor, and oast away their oords from 
us. 

4 lie that sittoth in tho hoavens 
shall laugh ; tho Lord shall havo them 
in derision.

$ Ask of me, and I shall give thee 
the heathen for thine inheritance, 
and the uttermost parts bf the earth 
for Ihy possession. 

9 Thou shalt break them with a rod 
of iron; thou shalt dash them io 
pieces like a potter’s vessel. 

10 Be wise now therefore, 0 ye 
kings; he instructed, ye judges of 
tho earth. 

11 Serve the Lord with fear, and 
rejoice with tremhling. 

12 Kiss the Son, lest he be angry, 
and ye perish from tho way, when his 
wrath is kindled but a little. Blessed 
are all they that put their trust in 
him. 

PSALM III. 

The security of God’s protection. 

A Psalm of David, when he fled from 
Absalom his son. 

ORD, how are they increased that 
trouble me! many are they that 
rise up against me. 

2 Many there bo which say of my 
soul. There is no help for him in God. 
Sclah. 

3 But thou, 0 Lord, art a shield for 
me; my glory, and the lifter up of 
mme head. 

4 1 cried unto the Lord with my 
voice, and he heard mo out of his 
holy hill. Selah. 

5 I laid me down and slept; I 
awakod ; for tho Lord sustained me. 

6 I will not he afraid of ton thou¬ 
sands of pooplc, that havo sot them¬ 
selves against mo round about. 

7 Arise, 0 Lord; save mo, 0 my 
God; for thou hast smilton all mine 
enemies upon the oheek bone ; thou 
hast broken the toeth of the un¬ 
godly. 

8 Salvation belongoth unto the 
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Lord ; thy blssalng Is upon thy peo¬ 
ple. Selah. 

PSALM IV. 

David reproveth and exhort el h Am enemies. 
To the chief Musician on Ncginolh, 
A Psalm of David. 

H EAR me when I cnll, 0 God of 
my righteousness; thou hast 
enlarged me when I was in distress ; 
have mercy upon me, and hear my 
prayer. 

2 0 ye sons of men, how long will 
ye turn my glory into shame? how 
long will ye love vanity, and seek 
after leasing ? Selah. 

3 Dut know that the Lord hath set 
apart him that is godly for himself; 
tho Lord will hear when I oalt unto 
him. 

4 Stand in awe, and sin not: com¬ 
mune with your own heart upon your 
bed, and be still.

8 I will both lay me down in peaco, 
and sleep ; for thou, Lord, only mak- 
est me dwell in safety.

God fawntreth not the wicked — David pray - 
eth unto God to guide him. 

To the chief Musician upon Nehiloth, 
A Psalm of David. 

IVE ear to my words, 0 Lord; 
consider my meditation. 

2 Hearken unto tho voice of my 
cry, my King, and my God ; for unto 
thee will I pray. 

3 My voice sbalt thou bear in tho 
morning, 0 Lord; to the morning 
will I direct my prayer onto tbeo, 
and will look up. 

4 For thou art not a God that hath 
pleasure in wickedness ; noither shall 
evil dwell with thoo. 

5 The foolish shall not stand in thy 
sight; tbou hatest all workers of in¬ 
iquity. 

0 Thou shall destroy them that 
speak leasing; the Lord will abhor 
tho bloody and dcooiLful man. 

7 But as for me, I will ooine into 
thy house in the multitude of thy 
meroy ; and in tby fear will I worship 
toward thy holy temple. 


8 Lead mo, 0 Lord, In thy right¬ 
eousness because of mine enemies; 
make thy way straight before my face. 

9 For there is no faithfulness in their 
mouth; their inward part is very 
wickedness; their throat is an open 
sepulchre; they flatter with their 
tongue. 

10 Destroy thou them, 0 God; let 
them fall by their own counsels; cast 
them out in the multitude of their 
transgressions; for they have rebelled 
against thee.

LORD, rebuke me not in thine 
anger, neither chasten me in 
thy hot displeasure.

4 Return, 0 Lord, deliver my soul; 
oh save me for thy mercies’ sake. 

5 For in death there is no remem¬ 
brance of thee; in the grave who 
shall give thee thanks? 

6 I am weary with my groaning; 
all tbo night make I my bed to swim; 
I water my couch with my tears. 

7 Mine eye is consumed because 
of grief; it waxeth old because of all 
mine enemies. 

8 Depart from me. all ye workers 
of iniquity; for the Lord hath heard 
the voice of my weeping. 

9 The Lord hath heard ruy supplica¬ 
tion ; the Lord will recoivc my prayer. 

10 Lot all mine enemies be ashamed 
and sore vexed ; let them return and 
be ashamed suddenly. 

PSALM VII. 

Dart’d pray eth against the malice of Ail 
enemies, jrroftssing his innoceney. 
Shiggniou of David, which he sang 
unto tho Lord, concerning the 
words of Cush the Benjauiite.

7 So shall the congregation of the 
people compass thee about; for their 
sake* therefore return tbou on 

high. 

8 The Lord shall judge tho people; 
judge me, 0 Lord, according to my 
righteousness, and according to mine 
integrity that is in me. 

9 Oh let the wickedness of tho 
wicked como to an end; but establish 
the just; for the righteous Qod tricth 
tho hearts and reins.

7 0 that Zion were established out 
of heaven, the salvation of Israel. 0 
Lord, when wilt thou establish Zion ? 
When the Lord bringelb back the 
captivity of his people, Jacob shall 
rejoice, Israel shall be glad. 

PSALM XV.

ORD, who shall abide in thy 
tabernacle? who shall dwell in 
thy holy hill of Zion ?

10 They arc enclosed in their own 
fat; with their mouth they speak 
proudly. 

11 They hare now compassed us in 
our steps; they hare set their eves, 
bowing down to the earth ; 
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12 Like a lion is greedy of his 

J iroy, and as it were a young lion 
urking in seoret places. 

13 Ari8o. 0 Lord, disappoint him, 
cast him down. 

14 Deliver my soul from Iho wicked 
by iho sword; Iron) men by thy 
strong hand. Yea, 0 Lord, from 
men of the world; for Ibeir portion 
is in their life, and whose belly thou 
fillest with thy good things; they are 
full of children, and they die and 
leave the rest of their inheritance to 
their babes. 

15 As for mo, I will behold thy face 
in righteousness : I shall bo satisfied, 
when I awake with thy likeness.

5 In my distress I called upon the 
Lord, and cried unto my God; ho 
heard my voico out of his templu, 
and my ory came before him, even 
inlo his ears. 

7 Then iho earth Bhook and trom- 
bled; the foundations also of the hills 
moved and wore shaken, because he 
was wroth. 

8 There went up a smoko out of 
his nostrils, and Oro out of his mouth 
devoured; coals were kindlod by 
A. 

0 lie bowed tho hcavons also, and 
came down ; and darkness was under 
bis foot. 

10 And Uo rode upon a oherub, and 


did fly; yea, he did fly upon the wings 
of the wind. 

11 lie made darkness bis eeoret 
place; his pavilion round about him 
were dark waters and thick cloods of 
the skies. 

12 At the brightness that was be¬ 
fore him his thick clouds passed, bail 
stones and ooals of fire. 

13 The Lord also thundered in the 
heavens, and the Highest gave bis 
voice; bail stones and coals of fire. 

14 Yea, he sent out his arrows, 
and scattered thorn; and he shot out 
lightnings, and discomfited them. 

15 Then the channels of waters 
were seen, and the foundations of tb* 
world were discovered at thy rebuke. 
0 Lord, at the blast of the breath ol 
thy nostrils. 

10 Ho sent from above, ho took me, 
be drew me out of many waters. 

17 He delivered me from my strong 
enemy, and from them whioh hated 
me; for they were too strong for 
me. 

18 They prevented me in the day 
of my calamity; but the Lord was 
my stay. 

19 He brought me forth also int« 
a large place; he delivered me, be¬ 
cause ho delighted in me. 

20 Tho Lord rewarded me accord¬ 
ing to my righteousness; aooording 
to the cleanness of my hands bath he 
recompensed mo. 

21 For I have kept the ways of the 
Lord, and have not wickedly departed 
from iny God. 

22 For all his judgments wero be¬ 
fore me, and I did not put awa^ hii 
statutes from me. 

23 I was also upright before him. 
And I kept myself from mine iniquity 

24 Therefore hath the Lord reoom 
ponsed me according to my righteous 
ness, according to the cleanness of 
my hands in his eyesight. 

25 With the merciful thou wilt 
show thyself mcroiful; with an up¬ 
right man thou wilt show ihysolf 
upright; 

26 With tho puro thou wilt show 
thyself pure; and with tho froward 
thou wilt show thysolf froward. 

27 For thou wilt save the afllioted 
people; but wilt bring down high 
looks. 

28 For thou wilt light my oondle; 
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the Lord my God will enlighten my 
darkness. 

29 For by thee I have run through 
a troop; and by my God have I 
leaped over a wall. 

30 0 God, thy ways are perfect; the 
word of the Lord is tried; is a buck¬ 
ler to all thoEe who trust in him. 

31 For who is God save the Lord? 
or who is a rock save our God, 

32 Our God that girdeth me with 
strength, and maketh my way per¬ 
fect ? 

33 lie makclh my feel like hinds' 
feet, and sctleth me upon my high 
plaoes. 

34 He teacheth my bauds to war, 
so that a bow of steel is broken by 
mino arms. 

35 Thou hast also given me the 
shield of thy salvation ; and thy right 
haud hath holden me up, and thy 
gentleness hath made me great. 

36 Thou hast enlarged my steps 
undor me, that my feet did not slip. 

37 I have pursued mino enemies, 
and overtaken them; neither did I 
turn again till they were consumed. 

38 I have wounded them that they 
were not able to rise; they are fallen 
under my foot. 

39 For thou hast girdod me with 
strength unto the battle; thou hast 
subdued under me those that rose up 
against me. 

40 Thou haBt also given me the 
neckB of mine enemies; that I might 
destroy them that hate me. 

41 They cried, but found none to 
save; unto the Lord, but he answered 
them not. 

42 Thon did I beat them small as 
the dust before the wind; I did cast 
them out as the dirt in the streets. 

43 Thou hast delivered me from 
the strivings of the people; and thou 
hast made me the head of the hea¬ 
then ; a people whom I have not 
known shall serve me. 

44 As Boon as they hear of me, 
they shall obey mo ; the strangers 
shall submit themselves unto me. 

45 The strangers shall fade away; 
and be afraid out of their close plaoes. 

46 The Lord livoLb; and blessed 
be my Rook; and let the God of my 
salvation be exalted. 

47 It is God that avengeth mo, and 
subdueth the poople under me. 


48 He delivereth me from mine ene¬ 
mies; yea, thou liftest me op above 
those that rise up against me; thou 
hast delivered me from the violent 
man. 

49 Therefore will I give thanks unto 
thee, 0 Lord, among the heathen, and 
sing praises unto thy name. 

50 Great deliverance giveth he to 
his king; and showeth mercy to his 
anointed, to David, and to his seed 
for evermore.

The crtalvm showeth God’s glory—Prayer 
for grace. 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of 
David. 

IIE heavens declare the glory of 
God ; and the firmament showeth 
his handywork.

3 No speech nor language can be, 
if their voico is not heard. 

4 Their line is gone out through all 
the earth, and Lbcir words to the end 
of LhS world.

7 Tho law of the Lord is perfect, con¬ 
verting the soul; the testimony of 
the Lord is sure, making wise the 
simple. 

8 The statutes of the Lord are right, 
rejoicing the heart; the command¬ 
ment of the Lord is pure, enlighten¬ 
ing the eyes. 

9 The fear of the Lord is olean, 
enduring for ever; the judgments of 
the Lord are true and righteous alto¬ 
gether. 

10 More to be desired are they than 
gold, yea, than much fine gold; 
sweeter also than honey and the 
honeycomb. 

11 Moreover by them is thy ser¬ 
vant warned; and in keeping of them 
there is great reward. 

12 Who oan understand his errors ? 
oleanso thou me from secret faults. 

13 Keep book thy servant also from 
presumptuous 6ins; let them not have 
dominion over me ; then shall I be 
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upright, and I shall be innocent from 
the great transgression. 

14 Let the words of my mouth, and 
the meditation of my heart, be accept¬ 
able in Ihy sight, 0 Lord, my strength, 
and my redeemer.

HE Lord hear thee in tho day of 
trouble; the name of the God of 
Jacob defend thee;

10 The young lions do lack, and 
suffer hunger; but they that seek tbe 
Lord shall not wnnt any good thing. 

11 Come, yo children, hcarkon unto 
me; I will teach you tbo fear of the 
Lord. 

12 What man is ho that dosircth 
life, and lovoth many days, that ho 
may soo go >d ( 

13 Keep tby tongue from evil, and 
thy lips from speaking guile. 


14 Depart from evil, and do good; 
seek peace, and pursue it. 

15 The eyes of the Lord are npon 
Lhe righteous, and his ears aro open 
unto their cry. 

16 The face of the Lord is against 
them that do evil, to cut off the re¬ 
membrance of them from tho earth. 

17 The righteous cry, and tbo Lord 
hcarcth, and delivereth them out of 
all their troubles. 

18 The Lord is nigh unto them that 
are of a broken heart; and favetb 
sucb as be of a contrite spirit. 

19 Many are tho afflictions of the 
righteous; but the Lord delivereth 
him out of them all. 

20 Lie keepetb all his hone*; net 
one of them is broken. 

21 Evil shall slay the wicked; and 
they that bate the righteous shall be 
desolate. 

22 The Lord rcdcomelh the soul of 
his servants ; and none of them that 
trust in him shall be desolate. 

PSALM XXXV. 

David prayeih for safety. 

A Psalm of David. 

LEAD my cause, 0 Lord, with 
them that strive with me; fight 
against them that fight against me. 

2 Take hold of shield and buckler, 
and stand up for mine help. 

3 Draw out also the spear, and stop 
the way against them that persecute 
me; say unto iny soul, I am thy 
salvation. 

4 Let them be confounded and pat 
to shamo that seek after my soul; let 
them be turned back and brought to 
confusion that dovisc my hurt. 

5 Lot them be as chaff before the 
wind; and let the aDgel of tbe Lord 
chase them. 

6 Let their why bo dark and slip¬ 
pery ; and let the angel of the Lord 
persecute them. 

7 For without cause have they hid 
for me tboir net in a pit, which with¬ 
out cause (hey have digged for my 
soul. 

8 Let destruction come upon him at 
unawares; and let his not that he 
hath hid catch himself; into that 
very destruction let him fall. 

9 And my soul shall he joyful in 
the Lord; it Bball rejoice in his 
salvation. 

10 All my bones shall say, Lord, 
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who is like unto thee, which deliver- 
eat the poor from him that is too 
strong for him, yea, tho poor and the 
needy from him that apoilcth him ? 

11 False witnesses dia rise up; they 
laid to my charge things that I knew 
not. 

12 They rewarded me evil for good, 
for tho purpose of the spoiling my 
soul. 

13 But as for me, when they were 
siok, my clothing was sackcloth; I 
humbled my bouI with fasting; and 
my prayer returned into mine own 
bosom. 

14 I behaved myself as though he 
had been my friend or brother; I 
bowed down heavily, as one that 
mourneth for his mother. 

15 But in mine adversity they re¬ 
joiced, and gathered themselves to¬ 
gether; yea, the abjects gathered 
themselves together against me, and 
I kDcw it not; they did tear me, and 
ceased not; 

16 With hypocritical mockers in 
feasts, they gnashed upon mo with 
their teeth. 

17 Lord, how long wilt thou look 
on ? rescue my soul from their de¬ 
structions, my darling from the lions. 

18 I will give thee thanks in tho 

great congregation; 1 will praise 

thee among much people. 

19 Lot not them that are mine ene¬ 
mies wrongfully rejoice over me; 
noithor let them wink with tho eye 
that hate me without a cause. 

20 For they speak not pence ; but 
they devise deocitful matters against 
them that arc quiet in the land. 

21 Yea, thoy opened their mouth 
wide against me, and said, Aha, aha, 
our eye hath seen it. 

22 This thou hast seen, 0 Lord; 
keep not silence; 0 Lord, be not far 
from me. 

23 Stir up thyself, and awake to my 
judgment, even unto my cause, my 
God and my Lord. 

24 Judge mo, 0 Lord my God, 
acoording to thy righteousness; and 
let them not rejoice over me. 

25 Let them not say in their hearts, 
Ah, so would wo have it; lot them 
not say. We have swallowed him up. 

26 Let them be ashamed and brought 
to oonfusion togethor that rejoice at 
mine hurt; lot them be clothed with 


shame and dishonour that magnify 
themselves against me. 

27 Let them shout for joy, and be 
glad, that favour my righteous cause; 
yea, lot them say continually, Let 
the Lord be magnified, which hath 
pleasure in the prosperity of hi* 
servant. • 

28 And my tongue shall speak of 
thy righteousness and of thy praise 
all the day long. 

PSALM XXXVI. 

Estate of the wicked—Excellency of Q 
mercy. 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of 
David the servant of the Lord. 
HE wicked, who live in transgres¬ 
sion, saith in their hearts, There 
is no condemnation ; for there is no 
fear of God before their eyes. 

2 For they flatter themselves in 
their own eyes, until their iniquities 
are found to be hateful. 

3 The words of their mouth arc full 
of iniquity and deceit. The wicked 
mail hath left off to be wise, and to 
do good; 

4 Ue deviseth mischief upon his 
bed ; he setteth himself in a way that 
is not good. 

5 0 Lord, thou art in the heavens; 
they are full of thy mercy. And the 
thoughts of a righteous man ascendetb 
up unto thee whose throne is far 
above the clonds. 

6 He is filled with thy righteousness 
like the great mountains, and with 
thy judgments like the great deep. 
0 Lord, thou preservest man and 
beast. 

7 How excellent is thy loving-kind¬ 
ness, 0 God! therefore the children 
of men put their trust under the 
shadow of thy wings. 

8 They shall be abundantly satisfied 
with the fatness of thy house; and 
thou skalt make them drink of the 
river of thy pleasures. 

9 For with thee is the fountain of 
life; in thy light shall we see 
light. 

10 Ohoontinuc thy loving-kindness 
unto them that know thee; and thy 
righteousness to the upright in heart. 

11 Let. not the foot of pride oome 
against me, and lot not tho band of 
tho wicked remove me. 

12 They are the workers of iniquity 
and shall fall; they shall be oast 
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down, and shall not be able to 
rise. 

PSALM XXXVII. 

David persuadeth fa patience and confidence 
in God , by the different estate of Vie godly 
and the wicked . 

A pFttlia of David. 

RET not thyself because of evil- 
doors, neither be thou envious 
against the workers of iniquity. 

2 For they shall soon be out down 
like the grass, and witbor as the 
green herb. 

3 Trust in the Lord, and do good; 
so shall thou dwell in the land, and 
verily thou shalt bo fed. 

4 Delight thyself also in the Lord ; 
and ho shall give thee the desires of 
thine heart. 

5 Commit thy way unto the Lord; 
trust also in him ; and he shall bring 
it to pass. 

C And ho shall bring forth thy 
righteousuess as the light, and thy 
judgment as tho noonday. 

7 Rest in the Lord, and wait patiently 
for him; fret not thyself becauso of 
him who prospered) in his way, 
becnusc of the man who bringoth 
wicked devices to pass. 

8 Cease from anger, and forsake 
wrath ; fret not thyself in any wise 
to do evil. 

9 For ovil-doers shall be cut off; but 
thoso that wait upon tho Lord, they 
shall inherit the earth. 

10 For yet a littlo while, and the 
wicked shall not be; yea, thou shall 
diligently consider bis plaoe, and it 
shall not bo. 

11 Rut the meek shall inherit the 
earth ; and shall delight themselves 
in tho abundance of peaoe. 

12 The wiokod plotteth against the 
just, and gnasheth upon him with 
his teeth. 

13 The Lord shall laugh at him; 
for ho Becth that his day is ooming. 

14 The wicked have drawn out tho 
sword, and havo bent their bow, to 
oast down tho poor and neody, and to 
slay such as bo of upright conversa¬ 
tion. 

15 Their sword shall entor into 
tboir own heart, and thoir bows shall 
be broken. 

16 A little that a righteous man 
hath is better than the riches of many 
wioked. 


17 For the arms of the wioked shall 
be broken; but the Lord upholdeth 
the righteous. 

18 The Lord knoweth the days of 
the upright; and their inheritance 
shall be for ever. 

19 They shall not be ashamed in 
the evil time; and in the days of 
famine they shall be satisfied. 

20 Bat the wicked shall perish, and 
the enemies of the Lord shall be as 
the fat of lambs; they shall con¬ 
sume; into smoke shall they consume 
away. 

21 The wicked borroweth, and pay- 
eth not again; but the righteous 
showeth mercy, and givoth. 

22 For such as be blessed of him 
shall inherit the earth; and they that 
be cursed of him shall be cut off. 

23 The steps of a good man are 
ordered by the Lord; and he de- 
lightcth in his way. 

24 Though he fall, he shall not be 
utterly cast down ; for the Lord up- 
holdcth him with his hand. 

25 I have been young, and now am 
old; yet have I not seen the righteous 
forsaken, nor his seed begging bread. 

26 He is ever merciful, and lendoth ; 
and his seed is blessed. 

27 Dopart from evil, and do good; 
and dwell for evermore. 

28 For tho Lord loveth judgment, 
and forsaketh not his saints; they 
are preserved for ever; but the seed 
of the wicked shall be cut off. 

29 The righteous shall inherit the 
land, and dwoll therein for ever. 

30 The mouth of the Tightens 
speaketh wisdom, and his tongoe 
talkcth of judgment. 

31 The law of his Qod is in his 
heart; none of his steps shall slide. 

32 The wicked watcnelh tho right¬ 
eous, and seoketh to slay him. 

33 Tho Lord will not leave him in 
his hand, nor condemn him when he 
is judged. 

34 Wait on the Lord, and keep his 
way, and he shall exalt thee to in¬ 
herit the land ; when the wioked are 
out off, thou shalt see it. 

35 I hare seen the wioked in great 
power, and spreading himself like a 
green bay treo. 

36 Yet he passed away, and, lo, 
he was not; yea, I sought him, but 
he oould not be found. 
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37 Mark the perfect man, and be¬ 
hold the opright; for the end of that 
man it* peace. 

38 But the transgressors shall be 
destroyed together; the end of the 
wicked shall come, and they shall he 
cut off. 

39 Bat the salvaliou of the right¬ 
eous is of the Lord; he is their 
strength in the timo of trouble. 

40 And the Lord shall help them, 
and deliver them ; he shall deliver 
them from the wicked, and save 
them, because they trust in him. 

PBALM XXXVIII. 

David movtlh God to com pension. 

A Psalm of David, to bring to re¬ 
membrance. 

O L0RD, rebuke me not in thy 
wrath; neither chasten mo in 
tby hot displeasure. 

2 For thine arrows stick fast in 
me, and thy hand presseth me sore. 

3 There is no soundness in my flesh 
because of thine anger; neither is 
there any rest in my bones because 
of my sin. 

4 For mine iniquities are gone over 
mine head; as a heavy burden they 
are too heavy for mo. 

5 My wounds stink and are corrupt 
bccnusc of my foolishness. 

fi I am troubled ; I am bowed down 
greatly; I go mourning all the day 
long. 

7 For my loins are filled with a 
loathsome distress; and no soundness 
is found in my fiesh. 

8 I am feeble, and broken, and very 
aoro. I have wept by reason of the 
disquietnesB of my heart. 

9 Lord, all my desire is before thee; 
and my groaning is not bid from 
thee. 

10 My heart panteth, my strength 
failutb me; as for the light of mine 
eyes, it also is gone from me. 

11 My lovers and my friends stand 
aloof because of my sore ; and my 
kinsmen stand afar off. 

12 They also that seek after my 
life lay snares for me; and they that 
seek my hurt speak misohiovous 
things, and imagine dcccils all the 
day long. 

13 But I, as a deaf man, heard not; 
and I was as a dumb man that open- 
otb not his tnouth. 

14 Thus I was as a nmo that benr- 


cth not, and in whose mouth are no 
reproofs. 

15 For in thee, 0 Lord, do I hope; 
thou wilt hear, 0 Lord my God. 

10 For I said, Hear me, lest other¬ 
wise they should rejoice over me; 
when my foot slippeth, they magnify 
themselves against me. 

17 For I am ready to halt, and my 
sorrow is continually before me. 

18 For I will declare mine iniquity; 
I will be sorry for my sin. 

19 But mine enemies are lively, nud 
they are strong; and they that hate 
me wrongfully arc multiplied. 

20 They also that render evil for 
good are mine adversaries: because I 
follow the thing that good is. 

21 Forsake me not, 0 Lord; 0 my 
God, he not far from me. 

22 Make haste to help me, 0 Lord 
my salvation. 

PSALM XXXIX. 

David's cart o f his thoughts. 

To the chief Musician, even to Jedu- 
thun, A Psalm of David. 
SAID, I will take heed to my 
wnyp, that I sin nut with my 
tongue; I will keep my mouth with a 
bridle, while the wicked is before me. 

2 I was dumb with silence, I held 
my peace, even from good ; and my 
sorrow was stirred. 

3 My hearL was hot within me: 
while I was musing the fire burned; 
then spake I with my tongue, 

4 Lord, make me to know mine end, 
and the measure of my days, what 
it is; that T may know bow frail I am. 

5 Behold, thou hast made my days 
as a handbreadtb ; and mine age is 
as nothing before Ibee; verily every 
man at bis best state is altogether 
vanity. Selah. 

6 Surely ever}' man walkcth in a 
vain show; suroly they are disquiet¬ 
ed in vain ; he hcapoth up riches, and 
knoweth not who shall gather them. 

7 And now, Lord, what wait I for? 
my hopo is in thee. 

8 Deliver me from all my trans¬ 
gressions ; make me not the reproach 
of the foolish. 

9 I was dumb, and openeu not my 
mouth ; because thou didstohasten me. 

10 Remove thy stroke away from 
me, or I shall be consumed by the 
blow of thine hand. 

11 "When thou with rebukes dos< 
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oorrect man for iniquity, thou makest 
his beauty to consume away like a 
moth; surely every man iB vanity. 
Selah. 

12 Hear my prayer, 0 Lord, and 
give ear unto my cry; hold not thy 
peace at my tears; for I am a stran¬ 
ger with thee, and a sojourner, as all 
my fathers were. 

13 Oh spare me, that I may reoover 
strength, before I go hence, and be 
no more. 

PSALM XL. 

Obedience the bat sacrifice. 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of 
David. 

WAITED patiently for the Lord; 
and he inclined unto me, and 
heard my cry. 

2 Ho brought me up also out of a 
horrihle pit, out of the miry clay, 
and set roy feet upon a rock, and 
established my goings. 

3 And he hath put a new song in 
my mouth, even praise unto our God; 
many shall see it, and fear, and shall 
trust in tho Lord. 

4 Blessed is that man that maketh 
the Lord hie trust, and rospeetolh not 
the proud, nor such as turn aside to 

lies. 

5 Many, 0 Lord my God, are thy 
wonderful works which thou hast 
done, and thy thoughts which are to 
us-ward; they cannot he reckoned 
up in order unto thee; if I would 
declare and speak of them, they aro 
more than can be numbered.

7 Then said I, Lo, I cotne; in the 
volume of tho book it is written of me. 

8 I delight to do thy will, 0 my 
God; yea, thy law is within my 
boart. 

9 I have preached rightoousnesa in 
the great congregation ; lo, I have 
not refrained my lips, 0 Lord, thou 
knowest. 

10 I have not hil Ihy righteousness 
within my heart; I have declared 
thy faithfulness and thy salvation; I 
hAvo uot oonccalod thy loving-kind¬ 
ness and thy truth from the great 
congregation. 

11 Withhold not thou thy tender 
mercies from me. 0 Lord: lot thv 


loving-kindness and thy truth con¬ 
tinually preserve me. 

12 For innumerable evils havo aom- 

assed me about; mine iniquities 

ave taken hold upon me, so that I 

am not Able lo look up; they are 
more than the hairs of mine head; 
therefore my heart faileth me. 

13 Be pleased, 0 Lord, to deliver 
mo; 0 Lord, make haste to help me. 

14 Let them be ashamed ana con¬ 
founded together that seek aftor my 
soul to destroy it; let them be driven 
backward and put to shame that wish 
me evil. 

15 Let them be desolate for a re¬ 
ward of their shame that say unto 
mo, Aha, aha. 

16 Let all those that seek thee re¬ 
joice and be glad in thee ; let such as 
love thy salvation say continually, 
The Lord bo magnified. 

17 But I aiu poor and needy; yet 
the Lord thinketh upon mo; thou art 
my help and my deliverer; make no 
tarrying, 0 my God. 

PSALM XLI. 

God's care of the. poor—David Jleeth lo Qod 
for succour. 

To the chief Musician, A Psalm of 
David. 

LESSED is ho that considereth 
the poor ; tho Lord will deliver 
him in time of trouble.

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9 Tea, mine own familiar friend, in ' 
whom I trusted, which did eat of my 
bread, hath lifted up hie heel against 
me. 

10 Bui ihou, 0 Lord, be merciful 
unto in.', and raise mo up, that I may 

requite them. 

11 By this I know that Ihou favour¬ 
ed me, because mine enemy doth not 
triumph over me, 

12 And as for me, thou upholdest 
me in mine integrity, and setteet me 
before thy face for ever, 

13 Blessed be the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael from everlasting, and to ever¬ 
lasting. Amen, and Amen.

10 As with a sword in my bones, 
mine enemies reproach me; while 
they say daily unto me. Where is thy 
Qod? 

11 Why art thou cast down, 0 my 
soul ? and why art thou disquieted 
within me? hope thou in Gad; for 1 
shall yet praise him, who is the health 
of my countenance, and my God. 

PSALM XLI1I. 

David promistlh to serve God joyfully. 
UDGE me, 0 God, and plead my 
causo against an ungodly nation ;

13 Thou m&kest us a reproach to 
our neighbours, a scorn and a derision 
to them that are round about us. 

14 Thou makost as a byword among 
the heathon, a shaking of the head 
among tho people. 

15 My oonfuBion is continually be- 
foro mo, and the shame of my face 
hath covered me, 

10 For the voice of him that ro- 
prouchcth and blasphemeth ; by rea¬ 
son of the enemy and avengor. 

17 All this is oome upon us; yet 
have wo not forgotten 1 thee, ncilher 
have we dealt falsely in thy covenant. 

IS Our heart iB not turnod back, 
iii-ilhcr have our steps declined from 
Ihy way; 

19 Though thou hast sore broken us 
in the place of dragons, and covered 
us with tho shadow of death. 

2t) If we have forgotten tho name 
of ouf Qod, or stretched out our hands 
to a strange god ; 

21 Shall not Qod searoh this out ? 
for he knowetb the seorets of the 
heart. 

22 Yoa, for thy sake are we killed 
ill the day long; we are counted as 
sheep for the slaughter. 

23 Awake, why sleepest thou, 0 
l^ rd ? arise, oast us not off for over. 

24 Wherefore hidest thou thy face, 
and forgetlest our alhiotion and our 
oppression ? 

25 For our soul is bowed down to 
the dust; our belly eleaveth unto tbo 
earth. 

20 Arise for our holp, and redeem 
us for tby mercies' sake.

Christ at id his kingdom dcicritxd. 

To the chief Musician upon Shosh- 
annim, for the sons of Korah, Mas- 
chil, a Song of loves. 

Y heart is inditing a good mat¬ 
ter; I speak of the things whioh 
I have made touching tho King; my 
tongue is the pen of a ready writer. 

2 Thou art fairer than tho children 
of men; grace is poured into thy lips; 
therefore God hath blessed thee for 
ever. 

3 Gird thy sword upon thy thigh, 
0 most Mighty, with thy glory and 
thy majosty. 

4 And in thy majesty ride prosper¬ 
ously, because of truth and meekness 
and righteousness; and thy right hand 
shall teaoh thee terrible things. 

5 Thine arrows are sharp in the 
heart of tho King's enemies; whereby 
tho people fall undor thee. 

6 Thy throne, 0 God, is for ever and 
ever; the saeptre of thy kingdom is a 
right sceptre. 

7 Thou lovest righteousnoas, and 
hatest wickedness; therefore Qod, 
thy God, hath anointed thee with the 
oil of gladness above thy fellows. 

8 AH thy garments smell of myrrh, 
and aloes, and caBsia, out of the ivory 
palaces, whereby they have made thee 
glad.

8 They are corrupt, and speak 
wickedly concerning oppression; they 
speak loftily. 

9 They set their mouth against the 
heavens, and their tongue walketh 
through the earth. 

10 Therefore hie people return hi¬ 
ther ; and waters of a full oup arc 
wrung out to them. 

11 And they say, How doth God 
know 7 and is there knowledge in the 
Most High 7 

12 Behold, these are the ungodly, 
who prospor in tho world; they in¬ 
crease in riches. 

13 Verily I have cleansed my heart 
in vain, and washed my hands in in- 
nocency. 

14 For all the day long have I heen 
plagued, and chastened every morn¬ 
ing. 

15 If I say, I will speak thus; be¬ 
hold, I should offend against the ge¬ 
neration of thy children. 

16 When I thought to know this, it 
was too painful for me; 

17 Until 1 went into the sanctuary 
of God; then understood I their end. 

18 Surely thou didst set them in 
slippery places; thou oastedst them 
down into destruction. 

19 How are they brought into de¬ 
solation, as iu a moment! they are 
utterly consumed with terrors. 

20 As a dream when ono awakoth; 
so, 0 Lord, when thou awakest, thou 
shalt despise their image. 

21 Thus my heart was grieved, and 
I was pricked in my reins. 

22 So foolish was I, and ignorant; 
I was as a beast before thee. 

23 Nevertheless I am oontinually 
with thee; thou hast holden me by 
my right bAnd. 

24 Thou shalt guide me with thy 
counsel, and after'vard receive me to 
glory. 
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2b Whom have I in heaven but thee? 
and there is none upon earth that I 
desire besides thee. 

20 My flesh and my heart faileth; 
but God is the strength of my heart, 
and iny portion for over. 

27 For, lo, they that are far from 
ibee shall perish; thou hast destroyed 
all them that go a whoriug from 
‘.bee. 

28 Hut it is good for mo to draw 
near to God; I have pul my trust in 
the Lord God, that I may declare all 
thy works. 

PSALM LXXIV. 

77is prophet complaineth of the desolation of 
the sanctuary—He moveth Ood to help. 
Maschil of Asaph. 

GOD, why hast thou cast us off 
for evor ? why doth thine an¬ 
ger smoke against the sheep of thy 
pasture ? 

2 Remember thy congrogation, which 
thou hast purchased of old; tho rod of 
Ihino inheritance, which thou hast re- 
ileeinod; this mount Zion, wherein 
thou hast dwelt. 

3 Lift up thy feet unto the perpe¬ 
tual desolations; even all that the 
enemy hath done wickedly in the 
sanctuary. 

4 Thine enemies roar in the midst 
of thy congregations; they Bot up 
their ensigns for signs. 

5 A man was famouB aooording as 
ho had lifted up sxob upon the thick 
trees. 

0 Bui now thoy break down the 
carvod work thereof at once with axes 
and hammers. 

7 They have oast fire into thy sanc¬ 
tuary, they have defiled by oasting 
down the dwelting-placo of thy name 
to the ground. 

8 They said in their hearts, Let us 
destroy them together; they havo 
burned up all the synagogues of God 
in tho land. 

9 Wo soo not our signs; there is no 
mire any prophet; neither is thoro 
among us any that knoweth how 
long. 

10 0 God, how long shall the adver¬ 
sary reproach ? shall the enemy 
blaspheme thy name for ever? 

11 Why withdrawoBt thou thy hand, 
even thy right hand 7 pluck it out 
of thy bosom. 

IS For God Is my Ring of old, 
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working salvation in the midst of the 
earth. 

13 Thou didst divide the soa by thy 
strength ; thou hrakest the heads of 
tho dragons in the waters. 

14 Thou brakest the heads of 
leviathan in pioces, and gavest him 
to be meat to the people inhabiting 
the wilderness. 

15 Thou didst oleave the fountain 
and the flood ; thou driedBt up mighty 
rivers. 

16 The day is thine, the night also 
is thine; thou hast prepared tho 
light and the sun. 

17 Thou hast sol all the borders of 
the oarth; thou hast made summer 
and winter. 

18 Iiemember this, that the enomy 
hath reproached, 0 Lord, and that 
the foolish people have blasphemed 
thy namo. 

19 0 deliver not the soul of thy 
turtle-dove unto the multitude of the 
wicked; forget not the congrogation 
of thy poor for ever. 

20 Have respect unto the covenant; 
for the dark places of the earth are 
full of the habitations of oruolty. 

21 Oh let not the oppressed return 
ashamed; let the poor and needy 
praise thy name. 

22 Arise, 0 God, plead thine own 
cause; remember how the foolish 
man reproaehelh thee daily. 

23 Forget not the voice of thine 
enemies; the tumult of those that 
rise up against thee inoreaseth con¬ 
tinually. 

PSALM LXXV. 

The prophet praiseih Ood, and promiseth to 
execute justice. 

To the chief Musician, Al-tasohith, A 
Psalm or Song of Asaph. 

NTO thee, 0 God, do we give 
thanks, unto thee do we give 
thanks; for that thy name is near 
thy wondrous works declare. 

2 When I shall reoeive the con¬ 
gregation I will judge uprightly. 

3 The earth and all the inhabitants 
thereof aro dissolved ; I bear np the 
pillars of it. Selah. 

4 I said unto the fools, Deal not 
foolishly; and to the wioked, Lift 
not up the horn ; 

6 Lift not up your horn on high; 
speak not witn a stiff neck. 

6 For promotion oometh neither

from the east, dot from the west, nor 
from the south. 

7 But God is the judge; ho puttcth 
down one, and setteth up another. 

8 For in the hand of the Lord there 
is a oup, and the wine is red; it is 
full of mixture; and he poureth ont 
of the same; hut the dregs thereof, 
all the wioked of the earth shall wring 
them out, and drink them. 

9 But I will declare for ever; I will 
sing praises to the Qod of Jacoh. 

10 All the horns of the wioked also 
will I out OS'; but the horns of the 
righteous shall be exalted. 

PSALM LXXVI. 

Gods maQtity in the ch urch—Exhortation to 
tone him reverently. 

To tho chief Musician on Neginoth, 
A Psalm or Song of Asaph. 

N Judah is God known ; his name 
iB great in Israel. 

2 In Salem also is his tabernacle, 
and hi9 dwelling-place in Zion. 

3 There brake he the arrows of the 
bow, the shield, and the sword, and 
the battle. Selah. 

4 Thou art more glorious and ex¬ 
cellent than the mountains of prey. 

5 The stout-hearted are spoilod, they 
have slept their sleep; and none of 
the men of might have found their 
hands. 

6 At thy rebuke, 0 God of Jacob, 
both the chariot and horse are oast 
into a dead sleep. 

7 Thou, even thou, art to be feared ; 
and who may stand in thy sight when 
once thou art angry ? 

8 Thou didst oause judgment to be 
heard from heaven; the earth feared, 
and was still, 

9 When God arose to judgment, to 
save all the meek of tho earth, delah. 

10 Surely the wrath of man shall 
praise thee; the remainder of wrath 
shalt thou restrain. 

11 Vow, and pay unto the Lord your 
God ; let all that be round about him 
bring presents unto him that ought 
to be feared. 

12 He shall out off the spirit of 
princes; he ib terrible to the kings 
of the earth. 

PBAI.M LXXVII. 

His meditations of the psalmist — God's great 
and gracious works. 

To the ohiof Musioian, to Jeduthun, 
A Psalm of Asaph. 


I CRIED unto God with my voice, 
even nnlo God with my voioe, and 
he gave ear unto me. 

2 In the day of my trouble I sought 
the Lord; my sore ran in the night, 
and ceased not; my soul refused to 
be comforted. 

3 I rememhered God, and was 
troubled; I complained, and my 
spirit was overwhelmed. Selah. 

4 Thou holdest mine eyes waking; 
I am so trouhled that I oannot 
speak. 

5 I have considered the days of old, 
the years of ancient times. 

6 I call to remembrance my song in 
the night; I commune with mine own 
heart; and my spirit made diligent 
Bearch. 

7 Will the Lord cast off for ever ? 
and will he be favourable no more? 

8 Is his mercy clean gone for ever ? 
doth his promise fall for evermore? 

9 Hath God forgotten to be gracious ? 
hath he in anger shut up his tender 
mercies ? Selah. 

10 And I said, This is my infirmity ; 
but I will remembor the years of the 
right hand of the Most High. 

11 I will remember the works of the 
Lord; surely I will remember thy 
wonders of old. 

12 I will meditate also of all thy 
work, and talk of thy doings. 

13 Thy way, 0 God, iB in the sanc¬ 
tuary ; who is so great a God as our 
God? 

14 Thou art the God that doest 
wonders; thou hast declared thy 
strength among the people. 

15 Thou hast with thine arm re¬ 
deemed thy people, the sons of Jacob 
and Joseph. Solah. 

16 The waters saw thee, 0 God, the 
waters saw thee ; they were afraid ; 
the depths also were troubled. 

17 The olouds poured out water; 
the skies sent out a sound; thine 
arrows also wont abroad. 

18 The voioo of thy thunder was in 
the heaven ; the lightnings lightened 
the world; the earth trembled and 
shook. 

10 Thy way is in the sea, and thy 
path in the great waters, and thy 
footsteps are not known. 

20 Thou leddest thy people like a 
flock by the hand of Moses and 
Aaron 
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PSALM LXXVIII. 

An exhortation to learn and teach the lato of 
Ood — God's wrath against the disobedient. 

Maechil of Asaph. 

IVE ear, 0 my people, lo my 
law; incline your ears to the 
words of my mouth. 

2 I will open my mouth in a para- 
blo; I will utter dark sayings of old; 

3 Which we have heard and known, 
and our fathers have told us. 

4 We will not hide them from their 
children, showing to the generation 
to coino the praisos of the Lord, and 
his strength, and his wonderful works 
that ho hath done. 

5 For ho established a testimony in 
Jacob, and appointed a law in Israel, 
which he commanded our fathers, 
that they should make them known 
to their children; 

6 That the generation to come 
might know them, even the ohildron 
which should be born; who should 
arise and deolaro them to their chil¬ 
dren ; 

7 That thoy might set thoir hope in 
God, and not forget the works of God, 
but keep his commandments; 

8 And might not be as thoir fathers, 
a stubborn and rebellious generation; 
a generation that set not their heart 
aright, and whoso spirit was not 
steadfast with God. 

9 The children of Ephraim, boing 
armed, and carrying bows, lurnod 
back in tho day of battle. 

10 Thoy kept not tho covenant of 
God, and refused to walk in his law; 

11 And forgul his works, and his 
wonders that he hud showed them. 

12 MarvollouB things did he in the 
sight of thoir fathers, in the land of 
Egypt, in tho field of Zoan. 

13 Lie divided tho sea, and caused 
them to pass through; and he made 
tho waters to stand as a heap. 

14 In the day-limo also he led them 
with a cloud, and all tho night with a 
light of fire. 

15 He olavo tho rooks in the wil¬ 
derness, and gave them drink as out 
of tho great depths. 

16 He brought streams also out of 
the rook, and oaused waters to run 
down like rivers. 

17 And thoy sinned yet more against 
him by provoking the Most High in 
the wilderness. 


18 And they tempted God in their 
heart by asking meat for their lust. 

19 Yea, they spake against God; 
they said, Can God furnish a table in 
the wildorness? 

20 Behold, ho emote the rook, that the 
waters gushed out, and the streams 
overflowed; oan he give bread also? 
can he provide flesh for hiB people? 

21 Therefore the Lord heard this, 
and was wroth; so a fire was kindled 
against Jacob, and anger also eame 
up against Israel; 

22 Because they believed not in God, 
and trusted not in his salvation; 

23 Though ho had commanded tho 
olouds from abovo, and opened the 
doors of heaven, 

24 And had rained down manna 
upon them to eat, and had given them 
of tho corn of heaven. 

25 Man did eat angels' food; he 
sent them moat to the full. 

26 He caused an east wind to blow 
in tho heaven; and by his power he 
brought in the south wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon them 
as dust, and feathered fowls like as 
the sand of the sea; 

28 And he let it fall in the midst of 
their camp, round about their hahita- 
tions. 

29 So they did eat, and were well 
filled; for he gavo them their own 
desire; 

30 They were not estranged from 
their lust; but while their meat was 
yet in their mouths, 

31 Tho wrath of God came npon 
them, and slew the fattest of them, 
and smote down the ohosen men of 
Israel. 

32 For all this they sinned still, and 
believed not for his wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did he 
consume in vanity, and thoir years 
in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, then they 
Bought him; and they returned and 
inquired early after God. 

35 And they remembered that God 
was their Rock, and the high God 
their Redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless they did flatter him 
with thoir mouth, and they lied unto 
him with their tongues. 

37 For their heart was not right 
with him, noither were they steadfast 
in his covenant. 
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88 But he, being Tull of compassion, 
forgave their iniquity, and destroyed 
them not; yea, many a time turned 
he his anger away, and did not stir 
up all his wrath. 

39 For he remembered that they 
were but flesh; a wind that passeth 
away, and cometh not again. 

40 How oft did they provoke him in 
the wilderness, and grieve him in the 
desart! 

41 Yea, they turned back and 
tempted Qod, and limited the Holy 
One of Israel. 

42 They remembered not his hand, 
nor the day when he delivered them 
from the enemy; 

43 How he had wrought his signs 
in Egypt, and his wondors in the 
field of Zoan; 

44 And had turned their rivers into 
blood; and their floods, that they 
oould not drink. 

45 He Bent divers sorts of flics 
among them, which devoured them; 
and frogs, which destroyed them. 

46 He gave also their increase unto 
the caterpillar, and their labour unto 
the locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines with 
hail, and their sycamore trees with 
frost. 

48 He gave up their cattle also to 
the hail, and their flocks to hot thun¬ 
derbolts. 

49 He oast upon them the fierceness 
of his anger, wrath, and indignation, 
and trouble, by sending evil angels 
among them. 

50 He made a way to his anger; he 
spared not their soul from death, but 
gave their life over to the pestilence; 

51 And smote all the first-born in 
Egypt; the ohiof of their strength in 
the tabernacles of Ham; 

52 But made his own people to go 
forth like sheep, and guided them in 
the wilderness like a flock. 

53 And he lod them on safoly, so 
that they fearod not; but the sea 
overwhelmed their enemies. 

54 And he brought them to the 
border of his sanctuary, even to this 
mountain, whioh his right hand had 
purchased. 

65 He oast ont the heathen also 
before them, and divided them an 
inheritance by line, and made the 
tribes of Israel to dwell in their tents. 


56 Yet they tempted and provoked 
the most high God, and kept not his 
testimonies; 

57 Bat turned book, and dealt un¬ 
faithfully like their fathers; they 
were turned aside like a deceitful 
bow. 

58 For they provoked him to anger 
with their high places, and moved 
him to jealousy with their graven 
images. 

59 When God heard this, he was 
wroth, and greatly abhorred Israel. 

60 So that he forsook the taber¬ 
nacle of Shiloh, the tent which he 
placed among men; 

61 And delivered his strength into 
captivity, and his glory into the ene¬ 
my’s hand. 

62 He gave his people over also 
unto tbe sword; and was wroth with 
his inheritance. 

63 The fire consumed their yonng 
men; and their maidens were not 
given to marriage. 

64 -Their priests fell by the sword; 
and their widows made no lamenta¬ 
tion. 

65 Then the Lord awaked as one 
out of sleep, and like a mighty man 
that shouteth by reason of wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies in the 
hinder parts; he put them to a per¬ 
petual reproach. 

67 Moreover he refused the taber¬ 
nacle of Joseph, and ohose not the 
tribe of Ephraim; 

6S But chose the tribe of Judah, 
the mount Zion which he loved. 

69 And he built his sanctuary like 
high palaces, like the earth which he 
hath established for ever. 

70 He chose David also his servant, 
and took him from the sheepfolds; 

71 From following the ewes great 
with young he brought him to feed 
Jacob his people, and Israel his in¬ 
heritance. 

72 So he fed them according to the 
integrity of his heart; and guidoi 
them by the ekilfulness of his hands. 

PSALM LXXIS. 

The desolation of Jerusalem—David prayUS 
for its deliverance, 

A Psalm of Asaph. 

GOD, the heathen arc come into 
thine inheritance ; thy holy tem- 
olo hnvo they defiled; they have laid 
Jerusalem on heaps. 
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2 The dead bodies of thy servants 
have they given to be moat unto the 
fowls of the heaven, the flesh of thy 
saints unto the beasts of the earth. 

3 Their blood have they shed like 
water round ahout Jorusalem; and 
there was none to bury them. 

4 Wo are become a reproach to our 
neighbours, a Bcorn and derision to 
them that are round about us. 

5 How long, Lord? wilt thou be 
angry for ever? shall thy jealousy 
turn like fire ? 

0 Pour out thy wrath upon tbe hea¬ 
then that have not known thee, and 
upon tho kingdoms that have not 
called upon thy name. 

7 For they have devoured Jaoob, 
and laid waste his dwclling-plaoo. 

8 Oh remember Dot against us for¬ 
mer iniquities ; let thy tender mercies 
speedily prevent us; for wo are 
brought very low. 

9 Help us, 0 God of our salvation, 
for the glory of thy name; and de¬ 
liver us, and purge away our sins, 
for tby name's sake. 

10 Wherefore should the heathen 
say, Whero is their God? let him be 
known among tho heathen in our 
eight by the revenging of tho blood 
of thy servants which is shed. 

11 Lot the sighing of tho prisoner 
come beforo thee; according to the 
greatness of thy power preserve thou 
Lhose that are appointed to die; 

12 And render unto our neighbours 
seven-fold into their bosom their re¬ 
proach, wherewith they have re- 
proaohed thoo, 0 Lord. 

13 So we thy peoplo and sheep of 
tby paBturo will give thoo thanks for 
evor; we will show forth thy praise 
to all generations. 

PSALM LXXX. 

A complaint for Israel—David prayeLh for 
deliverance .. 

To the obief Musician upon Shosban- 
nim-Eduth, A Psalm of Asaph. 
IVE ear, 0 Shepherd of Israel, 
X thou that Icadost Joseph like a 
flock ; thou that dwollest between the 
cherubim, shine forth. 

2 Before Ephraim and Benjamin 
and Manussou stir up thy strength, 
and oonie and eavo us. 

8 Turn us again, 0 God, and causo 
thy face to shine; and we shall be 
saved. 


4 0 Lord God of hosts, how long 
wilt thou be angry against the prayer 
of thy peoplo? 

5 Thou feedcst them with the bread 
of tears ; and givest them tears to 
drink in great measure. 

6 Thou makest us a strife unto our 
neighbours; and our enemies laugh 
among themselves. 

7 Turn us again, 0 God of hosts, 
and cause thy face to shine; and 
we shall be saved. 

8 Thou ha9t brought a vine out of 
Egypt; thou hast cast out the hea¬ 
then, and planted it. 

9 Thou preparedst room before it, 
and didst cause it to take deep root, 
and it filled the land. 

10 Tho hills were covered with the 
shadow of it, and the boughs thereof 
were like tho goodly cedars. 

11 Sho sent out her boughs unto 
the sea, and her branobes unto the 
river. 

12 Why hast thou then broken down 
her hedges, so that all they which 
pass by tho way do pluck her? 

13 Tho boar out of tho wood doth 
waste it, and the wild beaBt of the 
Geld doth devour it. 

14 Return, we beseech thee, 0 God 
of hosts ; look down from heaven, and 
behold, and visit this vine; 

15 And the vineyard which thy 
right hand hath planted, and the 
branch that thou modest strong for 
thyself. 

16 It is burned with fire, it is out 
dowD; they perish at the rebuke of 
tby countenance. 

17 Let thy hand bo upon the man 
of thy right hand, upon the son of 
man whom thou modest strong for 
thyself. 

18 So will not we go back from 
thee; quicken us, aud we will oall 
upon thy name. 

19 Turn U9 again, 0 Lord God of 
hosts, cause thy face to shine; and 
we shall be saved. 

P84LM LXXX1. 

An exhortation to praise God—GadtxhorieUk 
to obedience. 

To the obief Musician upon Gittith, 
A Psalm of Asaph. 

ING aloud unto God our strength; 
make a joyful noise unto the God 
of Jacob. 

2 Take a psalm, and bring hithei 
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the timbrel, the pleasant harp with 
the psaltory. 

3 Blow op tho trumpet in the new 
moon, in the time appointed, on our 
solemn feast day. 

4 For this was a statute for Israel, 
and a law of the Qod of Jacob. 

5 This he ordained in Joseph for a 
testimony, when be went out through 
the land of Egypt; where I heard a 
language that I understood not. 

6 I removed his shoulder from the 
burden; his hands were delivered 
from the pots. 

7 Thou calledst in trouble, and I de¬ 
livered thee; I answered thee in the 
secret place of thunder; I proved thee 
at the waters of Meribah. Selah. 

8 Hear, 0 my people, and I will 
testify unto thee; 0 Israel, if thou 
wilt hearken unto me; 

0 There shall no strange god be in 
thee; neither shalt thou worship any 
Btrange god. 

10 I am the Lord thy Qod, which 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt; 
open thy mouth wide, and I will fill 
it. 

11 But my people would not hearken 
to my voice; and Israel would none 
of me. 

12 So I gave them up unto their 
own hearts' lust; and they walked in 
their own counsels. 

13 Oh that my people had heark¬ 
ened unto me, and Israel had walked 
in my ways! 

14 I should soon have subdued their 
enemies, and turned my hand against 
their adversaries. 

15 The haterB of the Lord should 
havo submitted themselves unto him; 
but their time should have endured 
for ever, 

16 He should havo fed them also 
with the finost of the wheat; and 
with honey out of the rock should I 
have satisfied thoo. 

PSALM LXXXII. 

A prayer far judgment. 

A Psalm of Asaph. 

OD elandoth in the congregation 
of the mighty ; he judgeth among 
the gods. 

2 How long will ye suffor them to 
judge unjustly, and accept tho per¬ 
sons of the wicked ? Selah. 

3 Defend the poor and fatherless; 
do justioe to the afilicted and needy. 


4 Deliver the poor and needy; rid 
them out of the hand of the wicked. 

5 They know not, neither will they 
understand ; they walk on in dark¬ 
ness ; all the foundations of the earth 
are out of course.

10 Whioh perished at En-dor; they 
heoame as dung for the earth. 

11 Make their nobles like Oreb, and 
like Zecb; yea, all their princes as 
Zcbah, and a9 Zalmunna; 

12 Who said, Let us take to our¬ 
selves the housosof God in possession. 

13 0 my God, make them like a 
wheel; as the stubble before the wind. 

14 As the fire burneth a wood, and 
as tho flame eettoth the mountains on 
fire; 

15 So persecute them with thy 
tempest, and make them afraid with 
thy Btorm. 
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16 Fill their faces with shame; that 
they may seek thy name, 0 Lord. 

17 Let them bo confounded and 
troubled for ever; yea, let them be 
put to ehnmc, and perish ; 

18 That tnen may know that thou, 
whoso name alone is JEHOVAH, art 
tho Most High over all the earth.

6 With trumpets and sound of oor- 
nct make a joyful noise before the 
Lord, tho King. 

7 Lot tho sea roar, and the fulness 
thcroof; the worlcl, and they that 
dwell therein. 

8 Let the floods clap their hands; 
let the hills be joyful togelher 

9 Before the Lord; for he cometh 
to judge tho earth; with righteous¬ 
ness shall he judge tho world, and 
the people with equity. 

PSALM XCIX.

IIE Lord roigneth ; let tho people 
tremble; ho sittoth between the 
cherubim ; let the oarth be moved.

8 Thou answeredi-t thorn, 0 Lord 
our God; thou wast a God that for- 
gavest thorn, though thou tookeBt 
vengeance of thoir inventions. 

9 Exalt the Lord our God, and wor¬ 
ship at his holy hill; for the Lord 
sur God is holy.

An exhortation to praise God with gladness. 
A Psalm of praise. 

AKE a joyful noise unto the 
Lord, all ye lands. 

2 Serve the Lord with gladness; 
come before his presence with Bing- > 
ing. 

3 Know ye that the Lord be is 
God; it iB he that hath made us, and 
not we ourselves; we are hie people, 
and the sheep of his pasture. 

4 Enter into his gates with thanks¬

5 Whoso privily slanderoth his 
neighbour, him will I out off; him 
that hath a high look and a proud 
heart will not I suffer. 

0 Mine eyeB shall be npon the faith¬ 
ful of the land, that they may dwell 
with me ; ho that walketh in a per¬ 
fect way, he shall serve me. 

7 He that worketh deceit shall not 
dwell within my house; he that toll- 
eth lies shall not tarry in my sight. 

8 I will early destroy all fhe wicked 
of the land; that I may out off all 
wicked doers from the oity of the 
Lord. 

PBALM CH. 

Comfort in the eternity and mercy of God. 
A prayer of the afflicted, when he is 
overwhelmed, and poureth out his 
complaint before the Lord. 

EAR my prayer, 0 Lord, and 
let my cry oome unto thee. 

2 Hide not thy face from mo in the 
day when I am in trouble; inoline 


thine ear unto me; in the day whea 
I call answer me speedily. 

3 For my days are consumed like 
smoke, and my hones are homed as 
a hearth. 

4 My heart is smitten, and withered 
like grass; so that I forget to eat my 
hread. 

5 By reason of the voice of my 
groaning my bones cleave to my 
skin. 

0 I am like a pelican of the wilder¬ 
ness ; I am like an owl of tbe desert. 

7 I watch and am as a sparrow 
alone upon the housetop. 

8 Mine enemies reproach me all the 
day; and they that are mad against 
me are sworn against me. 

9 For I have eaten ashes like bread, 
and mingled my drink with weeping, 

10 Because of thine indignation 
and thy wrath; for thou hast lifted 
me up, and cast me down. 

11 My days are like a shadow that 
declinctb; and I am withered like 
grass.. 

12 But thou, 0 Lord, ahalt endure 
for over; and thy remembrance unto 
all generations. 

13 Thou shalt arise, and have mercy 
upon Zion; for the time to favour 
her, yea, the set time, is come. 

14 For thy servants take pleasure 
in her Btones, and favour the dust 
thoreof. 

15 So the heathen shall fear the 
name of the Lord, and all the kings 
of the earth thy glory. 

16 When the Lord shall build up 
Zion, he shall appear in his glory. 

17 He will regard the prayer of the 
deetitute, and not despise their prayer. 

18 This shall be written for the 
generation to come; and the people 
which shall he gathered shall praise 
the Lord. 

19 For he hath looked down from 
the height of his Banotuary; from 
heaven did the Lord behold the earth; 

20 To hear the groaning- of the 
prisoner; to loose those that are ap¬ 
pointed to death; 

21 To declare the namo of the Lord 
in Zion, and bis praise in Jerusalem; 

22 When the pcoplo are gathered 
together, and the kingdoms to serve 
the Lord. 

23 He weakened my strength In 
the way; he shortened my days. 
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24 I said, 0 my God, take me not 
away in the midst of my days; thy 
years uro throughout all generations. 

25 Of old hast thou laid the founda¬ 
tion of the earth ; and the heavens 
aro the work of thy hands. 

26 They Bhall perish, but thou shalt 
endure; yea, all of them shall wax 
old like a garment; as a vesture 
shall thou ohange them, and they 
shn.1) be changed; 

27 Bui thou art the same, and thy 
years shall have no end. 

28 Tho children of thy servants 
shall continue, and thoir seed shall 
be established before thee. 

PSALM cm. 

An exhortation topraitt Ood for hit mercy. 
A Psalm of David. 

LESS the Lord, 0 my soul; and 
all that is within me, hless his 
holy name. 

2 Bless the Lord, 0 my bouI, and 
forget not all his henefits; 

3 Who forgiveth all thine iniqui¬ 
ties ; who healoth all thy diseases; 

4 Who redeomoth thy life from 
destruction; who orowneth thee with 
loving-kindness and tender mercies; 

5 Who ealisfieth thy mouth with 
good things; so that thy youth is 
renewed like the eagle's. 

6 The Lord exeouteth righteousness 
and judgment for all that are op¬ 
pressed. 

7 Ho made known his ways unto 
Moses, his acts unto the ohildron of 
Israol. 

8 The Lord is merciful and graoious, 
slow to anger, and plenteous in mercy. 

9 He will not always ohido; neither 
will ho kcop his anger for ever. 

10 Ho hath not dealt with us after 
our sins, nor rewarded us acoording 
to our iniquities. 

11 For as the heaven is high above 
the earth, so groat is his mercy toward 
them that fear him. 

12 As far as tho oast is from tho 
west, so far hath be removod our 
transgressions from us. 

13 Like as a father pilieth his ohU- 
dren, so tho Lord pfcieth thorn that 
fear him. 

14 For ho knoweth our frame; ho 
remombereth that we are dust. 

15 As for man, his days aro as 
grass; as a flower of the field, so he 
Uourisheth. 
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16 For the wind passeth over It, 
and it is gone, and the plaoe thereof 
shall know it no more. 

17 But the meroy of the Lord ii 
from everlasting to everlasting upon 
them that fear him, and his righteous¬ 
ness unto children’s ohildren; 

18 To suoh as keep his covenant, 
and to those that rememher his com¬ 
mandments to do them. 

19 Tho Lord hath prepared his 
throne in the heavens; and his king¬ 
dom ruleth over all. 

20 Bless the Lord, ye his angels, 
that excel in strength, that do his 
oommandraents, hearkening unto the 
voice of his word. 

21 Bless ye the Lord, all ye his 
hosts; ye ministers of his that do hia 
plcasuro. 

22 Bless the Lord, all his works in 
all places of his dominion; hless the 
Lord, 0 my soul. 

PSALM CIV. 

Meditation* upon the power, providence, and 
glory of Ood. 

LESS the Lord, 0 my soul. 0 
Lord my God, thou art very 
great; thou art clothed with power 
and majesty; 

2 Who oovorest thyself with light as 
with a garment; who stretohest out 
the hoavens like a ourtain; 

3 Who layeth the heams of his 
chambers in the waters; who maketh 
the clouds his chariot; who walkoth 
upon tho wings of the wind; 

4 Who maketh his angels spirits; 
his ministers a flaming fire; 

5 Who laid the foundations of the 
earth, that it should not be removed 
for ever. 

6 Thou oovorodst it with the deep 
as with a garment; the wators stood 
ahovo tho mountains. 

7 At thy rebuke they fled, at the voice 
of thy thunder they hasted away. 

8 They go up by the mountains; 
they go down hy the valleys unto 
the plaoo which thou hast founded 
for them. 

9 Thou hast sot a hound that they 
may not pass over; that they turn 
not again to cover the earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs into the 
valleys, whioh run among the hills. 

11 They give drink to evory boast 
of the field; the wild assos quench 
their thirst. 
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12 By Ihom shall the fowls of the 
heaven have their habitation, which 
sing among the branches. 

13 lie watcrcth the hills from his 
chambers; the earth is BatiBOed with 
tho fruit of thy works. 

14 He causcth the grass to grow for 
the cattle, and herb for the service of 
man; that he may bring forth food 
out of the earth; 

15 And wine that maketh glad tho 
heart of man, and oil to make his face 
to shine, and bread which strength* 
eneth mau'e heart. 

16 The trees of the Lord are full of 
sap; the cedars of Lebanon, which he 
hath planted; 

17 Where tho birds make their 
nests; as for tho stork, the fir trees 
are her house. 

19 The high hilts are a refuge for 
the wild goats; and the rocks for the 
conies. 

19 He appointed tho moon for sea¬ 
sons; the sun kuoweth his going 
down. 

20 Thou makest darkness, and it is 
night; wheroin all the beasts of the 
forest do oreep forth. 

21 The young lions roar aftor their 
prey, and seek thoir moat from God. 

22 The sun ariseth, they gather 
themselves together, and lay them 
down in their dens. 

23 Man goeth forth unto ^his work 
and to his labour until tho ovening. 

24 0 Lord, how manifold are thy 
works! in wisdom hast thou made 
them all; the earth ie full of thy 
riches. 

25 So is this great and wide sea, 
wherein are things creeping innume¬ 
rable, both small and great beasts. 

26 Thcro go tho ships; and thou 
hast made leviathans to play therein. 

27 These wait all upon thee; that 
thou mayest givo them their meat in 
due season. 

28 That thon givcsl them they ga¬ 
ther; thou openest thine hand, they 
are filled witn good. 

29 Thou hidest thy faeo, they are 
troublod; thou takest away their 
breath, they die, and return to their 
dust. 

30 Thou sendost forth thy Spirit, 
they are oroated; and thou rcncweal 
the face of the earth. 

SI The glory of the Lord shall 


endure for ever; the Lord shall rejoloe 
in his works. 

32 He looketh on the earth, and it 
tromblcth; he touchcth the hills, and 
they smoke. 

33 I will sing unto the Lord as long 
as 1 live; 1 will sing praise to my 
God while I have my being. 

34 My meditation of him shall be 
sweet; 1 will be glad in the Lord. 

35 Let the sinners be consumed oat 
of the earth, and let the wioked he no 
more. Bless thou the Lord, 0 my 
soul. Praise yo the Lord. 

P9ALM CV. 

OcxTt providence, aver Israel. 

H givo thanks unto the Lord; 
call upon his name; make 
known his deeds among the people. 

2 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto 
him; talk ye of all his wondrous 
works. 

3 Glory ye in his holy name; let the 
heart of them rejoice that seek the 
Lord. 

4 Seek the Lord, and his strength; 
seek his face evermore. 

5 Remomber his marvellous works 
that he hath done; his wonders and 
the judgments of his mouth; 

6 0 ye seed of Abraham his servant, 
ye children of Jacob hie chosen. 

7 He is the Lord onr God; hia 
judgments are in all the earth. 

8 He hath remembered his covenant 
for ever, the word which he com¬ 
manded to a thousand generations. 

9 Which covenant he mado with 
Abraham, and his oath unto Isaac; 

10 And confirmed the same unto 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an 
ovorlasting covenant; 

11 Saying, Unto thee will I give 
the land of Canaan, tho lot of your 
inheritance; 

12 When they were but a few men in 
number; yea, very few, and strangers 
in it. 

13 When they went from one db- 
lion to another, from one kingdom to 
another people; 

14 lie suffered no man lo do them 
wrong; yea, he reproved kings fo* 
their sakes. 

15 Saying, Touch notiaino anointed, 
and do my prophets no harm. 

16 Moreover be callod for & famine 
upon the land; he brake the whole 
staff of hread. 
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17 He sent a man before them, even 
Joseph, who was sold for a servant; 

18 Whose feet they hurt with fetters; 
he was laid in iron ; 

19 Until Ibo time that bis word 
came; the word of the Lord tried 
him 

20 The king sent and loosed him; 
even the ruler of the people, and let 
him go free. 

21 He made him lord of bis house, 
and ruler of all bis substance; 

22 To bind his princes at bis plea¬ 
sure; and teach bis senators wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into Egypt; and 
Jacob sojourned in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his people 
greatly; and made them stronger 
than their enemies. 

25 He turned their heart to hale bis 
people, to deal subtilely with his ser¬ 
vants. 

26 He sent Moses his servant; and 
Aaron whom ho had obosen. 

27 They showed his signs among 
them, and wonders in the land of Ilam. 

28 lie sent darkness, and made it 
dark; and they rebelled not against 
bis word. 

29 He turned thoir waters into blood, 
and slow their Osh. 

30 Their land brought forth frogs 
in ahundnnoe, in tho chambers of 
tboir kings. 

31 lie spako, and thero came divers 
sorts of flies, and lice in all thoir coasts. 

32 lie gave them hail for rain, and 
flaming tiro in their land. 

33 He smole their vines also and 
tbeir fig trees ; and brake the trees of 
tboir ooasts. 

34 Ho spake, and Ibo locustB camo, 
and caterpillars, and that without 
number, 

35 And did cat up all tho horbs in 
their land, and devoured the fruit of 
their ground. 

36 He smote also all the first-born 
in tboir land, tho chief of all thoir 
atreugtb. 

37 Ho brought them forth also with 
silver and gold; and thero was not 
one feeble porson among their tribes. 

38 Egypt was glad when they de¬ 
parted ; for tho foar of them fell upon 
them. 

3U lie spread a cloud for a oovoring; 
and firo Lo give light in Lhe night. 

40 The pcoplo asked,and he brought 
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quails, and satisfied them with the 
bread of heaven. 

41 lie opened the rook, and the 
waters gushed out; they ran in the 
dry places like a river. 

42 For he remembered his holy 
promise unto Abraham his servant. 

43 And he brought forth his people 
with joy, and his ohoson with glad¬ 
ness; 

44 And gave them the lands of the 
heathen; and they inherited the 
labour of the people ; 

45 That they might observe his 
statutes, and keep his laws. Praise 
ye the Lord. 

PSALM CVI. 

The $lory of ItraeTt rebellion, and OotTi 
mercy. 

P RAISE ye the Lord. Oh give 
thanks unto the Lord; for he is 
good ? for his mercy endureth for ever. 

2 Who can utter the mighty acts of 
the Lord ? who oan show forth all his 
praise? 

3 Blessed are they that keep judg¬ 
ment, and he thatdocth righteousness 
at all times. 

4 Remember me, 0 Lord, with the 
favour of thy people; oh visit me with 
thy salvation ; 

5 That I may see the good of thy 
ohosen, that I may rejoice in the glad¬ 
ness of thy nation, that I may glory 
with thine inheritance. 

6 We have sinned with our fathers, 
we have committed iniquity, we hare 
done wickedly. 

7 Our fathers understood not thy 
wonders in Egypt; they remembered 
not tho multitude of thy mercies; but 
provoked thoo at the sea, at the Red 
sea. 

8 Nevertheless he saved thorn for 
his name's sake, that he might make 
hiB mighty power to he known. 

0 Ho rebuked the Red sea also, and 
it was dried up; so he led them 
through the depths, as through the 
wildornoss. 

10 And he saved them from the 
hand of him that hated them, and re¬ 
deemed them from tho hand of the 
enemy. 

11 And the waters oovered thoir ene¬ 
mies ; there was not one of them 
left. 

12 Then believed they his words) 
they sang his praise. 
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13 They soon forgathis works; they i 
waited not for his counsel; 

14 But lusted exceedingly in the 
wilderness, and tcmptod God in the 
desert. 

15 And he gave them their request; 
but sent leanness into their soul. 

16 They envied Moses also in the 
camp, and Aaron the saint of the Lord. 

17 The earth opened and swallowed 
up Dathan, and covered the company 
of Abiram. 

IS And a firo was kindled in their 
company; the flamo burned up the 
wicked. 

19 They made a calf in Iioreb, and 
worshipped the molten image. 

20 Thus they changed their glory 
into the similitude of an ox that eateth 
grass. 

21 They forgat God their saviour, 
which had donegreatthingsinEgypt; 

22 Wondrous works in the land of 
Ham, and terrible things by the Red 
sea. 

23 Therefore he said that he would 
destroy them, had not Moses his chosen 
stood before him in the breach, to 
turn away his wrath, lest he Bhould 
destroy them. 

24 Yea, they despised the pleasant 
land, they believed not his word; 

25 But murmured in their tents, and 
hearkened not unto the voioe of the 
Lord. 

26 Therefore he lifted np his hand 
against them, to overthrow them in 
the wilderness; 

27 To overthrow their seed also 
among the nations, and to scatter 
them in the landB. 

28 They joined themselves also unto 
Baal-peor, and ate the eaorifioes of 
the dead. 

29 Thus they provoked him to anger 
with their inventions; and the plagoe 
brake in upon them. 

30 Then stood up Phinehas, and ex¬ 
ecuted judgment; and so the plagne 
was stayed. 

31 And that was oounted unto him 
for righteonsness unto all generations 
for evermore. 

32 Thoy angered him also at the 
waters of strife, so that it went ill 
with Moses for their sakeB; * 

33 Beoause they provoked his spirit, 
so that he spake unadvisedly with 
his lips. 


34 They did not destroy the nations, 
concerning whom the Lord com¬ 
manded them; 

35 But were mingled among the 
heathen, and learned their works. 

36 And they served their idols; 
which were a snare onto them. 

37 Yea, they sacrificed their sons 
and their daughters unto devils, 

38 And shed innooent blood, even 
the blood of their eons and of their 
daughters, whom they saorificed unto 
the idols of Caanan; and the land 
was polluted with blood. 

39 Thus were they defiled with their 
owd works, and went a whoring with 
their own inventions. 

40 Therefore was the wrath of the 
Lord kindled against his people, in¬ 
somuch that he abhorred his own 
inheritance. 

41 And he gave them into the hand 
of the heathen ; and they that hated 
them ruled over them. 

42 Their enemies also oppressed 
them; and they were brongnt into 
subjection under their hand. 

43 Many times did he deliver them; 
but they provoked him with their 
counsel, and were brought low for 
their iniquity. 

44 Nevertheless he regarded their 
affliotion, when he heard their ory ; 

45 And be remembered for them 
his oovenant, and spared his people 
according to the mnltitade of nil 
mercies. 

46 He made them also to be pitied 
of all those that oarried them captive. 

47 Save us, 0 Lord our God, and 
gather us from among the heathen, 
to give thanks onto thy holy name, 
and to triumph in thy praise. 

48 Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel from everlasting to everlasting; 
and let all the people say, Am en. 
Praise ye the Lora. 

PSALM CTII. 

QocTt manifold prwidaux Muttratml 
II give thanks unto the Lori, 
for he is good; for his mercy 
enduroth for ever. 

2 Let the redeemed of the Lord say 
so, whom he hath redeemed from the 
hand of the enemy ; 

3 And gathered thorn out of the 
lands, from the east, and from the west, 
from the north, and from the south. 

4 They wandered in the wilderness 
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in a solitary way; they found no oity 
to dwoll in. 

5 Hungry and thirsty, their Boul 
faiutod in them. 

i) Then they cried unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and ho delivered them 
out of their distresses. 

7 And ho led them forth by the 
right way, that they might go to a 
oity of habitation. 

8 Oh that men would praise the Lord 
lor his goodness, and for bis wonder¬ 
ful works to the children of men ! 

0 For he salittfielli the longing soul, 
and filleth the hungry soul with 
goodness. 

10 Suoh as sit in darkness and in 
the shadow of dcAlh, being bound in 
affliction and iron; 

11 Beoause tboy rebelled against 
tho works of God, and contemned 
the oounsel of the Most High; 

12 Therefore he brought down thoir 
heart with labour; they foil down, 
and thore was none to help. 

13 Then thoy cried unto the Lord 
in their trouble, and he Baved them 
out of their distresses. 

14 lie brought them out of dark¬ 
ness and the shadow of death, and 
brake their bands in sunder. 

15 Oh that men would praise the 
Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of 
men! 

10 For he hath broken the gates of 
brass, and out the bars of iron in 
sundor. 

17 Fools, beoause of their trans¬ 
gression, and beoause of their iniqui¬ 
ties, are offlioted. 

18 Their sou! abhorreth all manner 
of meat; and they draw near unto 
the gates of death. 

19 Then they ory unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he saveth them out 
of their distresses. 

20 He sen 1 , his word, and healed 
them, and delivered them from their 
destructions. 

21 Oh that men would praise tho 
Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the ohildron of 
men I 

22 And let them saorifleo the sucri- 
flooa of thanksgiving, and doolare his 
works with rojoioing. 

23 Thoy that go down to tho sea in 
ships, that do businoBs in great waters; 


24 These soe the works of the Lord, 
and his wonders in the deep. 

25 For he commandoth, and raisoth 
tho stormy wind, which lifteth up the 
waves theroof. 

26 Thoy mount up to the heaven, 
they go down again to the depths; 
their soul is melted because of trou¬ 
ble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stagger 
like a drunken man, and are at their 
wit’s ond. 

28 Then they ory unto the Lord in 
their trouble, and he bringeth them 
out of their distresses. 

26 lie xuaketh the storm a calm, so 
that tho waves thereof are still. 

30 Then aro they glad because they 
be quiet; so ho bringeth them anto 
their desired haven. 

31 Oh (hat men would praise the 
Lord for his goodness, and for his won¬ 
derful works to the children of men ! 

32 Lot them exalt him also in the 
congregation of tho people, and praise 
him in the assembly of the oldors. 

33 He turnoth rivers into a wilder¬ 
ness, and the water-springs into dry 
ground; 

34 A fruilfnl land into barrennoss, 
for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein. 

35 He turnoth the wilderness into a 
standing wator, and dry ground into 
water-springs. 

36 And there he maketh tho hungry 
to dwell, that thoy may prepare a oity 
for habitation; 

37 And sow the fields, and plant 
vineyards, whioh may yiold fruits of 
inoroaso. 

38 He blesselh them also, so that 
thoy aro multiplied greatly; and suf- 
fercth not thoir cattle to deoroase. 

36 Again, they are miniahed and 
brought low through oppression, 
affliction, and sorrow. 

40 He poureth contempt upon prin¬ 
ces, and onusoth them to wandor in 
tho wildorness, where there is no way. 

41 Vet setteth he tho poor on high 
from affliotion, and maboth him fa¬ 
milies like a flook. 

42 The righteous shall see it, and 
rcjoico; and all iniquity shall stop 
her mouth. 

43 Whoso is wise, and will observe 
those things, even they shall under* 
stand tho loving-kindness of the Lord.

0 To understand a proverb, and the 
Interpretation ; the words of the wise, 
and their dark sayings. 

7 The fear of the Lord is the be¬ 
ginning of knowledge; but foolB 
despise wisdom and instruotion. 

8 My son, hear the instruction of 
thy father, and forsake not tho law of 
thy mother; 

9 For they shall be an ornament of 
grace unto thy head, and ohains about 
tby neck. 

10 My son, If sinners entioe thee, 
oousent thou not. 


11 If they say, Come with ns, let 
us lay wait for blood, let ub lurk pri¬ 
vily for the innocent without oause; 

12 Let us swallow them up alive as 
the grave; and whole, as tnose that 
go down into the pit; 

13 We shall find all precious sub- 
stanoe, we shall fill our houses with 
spoil; 

14 Cast in thy lot among ns ; let ns 
all have one purse; 

15 My son walk not thou in the 
way with them ; refrain thy foot from 
their path; 

16 For their feet run to evil, and 
make haste to shed blood. 

17 Surely in vain the net Is spread 
in tho sight of any bird. 

18 And they lay wait for thoir own 
blood; they lurk privily for their 
own lives. 

19 So are the ways of every one 
lhAt is greedy of gain ; whioh taketh 
away the life of the owners thereof. 

20 Wisdom orieth without; she ut- 
tcreth her voice in the streets; 

21 She orieth in the chief plaoe of 
ooncourBe, in the openings of the 
gates; in the city she utteroth her 
words, saying, 
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22 llow long, ye simple ones, will 
yo love simplicity? ana the Boomers 
delight in their acorning, and fools 
hate knowledge 7 

23 Turn you at my reproof; behold, 
I will pour out my spirit unto yoa, I 
will make known my words unto yon. 

24 Because I have called, and ye 
refused; I have stretched out my 
hand, and no man regarded ; 

25 But ye have set at naught all my 
oonnsel, and would none of my reproof; 

26 I also will laugh at your oar- 
lam ity; I will mock when yoor fear 
oometh; 

27 When your fear cometh as deso¬ 
lation, and your destruction comcth 
as a whirlwind; when distress and 
angnish comcth upon yon. 

28 Then shall tney call upon me, 
but I will not answer; they Bnall seek 
me early, but they shall not find me; 

29 For that they hntod knowledge, 
and did not oboose the fear of the 
Lord; 

SO They would none of my oonnsel; 
they despised all my reproof. 

31 Therefore shall they eat of the 
fruit of their own way, and be filled 
with their own devices. 

32 For the turning away of the 
simple shall slay them, and the pros¬ 
perity of fools shall destroy them. 

33 But whoso hearkeneth unto me 
shall dwell safely, and shall be qniet 
from fear of evil. 

CUAPTER II. 

Wisdom promiseth godliness, safely, and 
right i oayt. 

T son, if thou wilt receive my 
words, and hide my command¬ 
ments with thee; 

2 Bo that thoo incline thine car 
nnto wisdom, and apply thine heart 
to understanding; 

3 Yea, if thou oriest after know¬ 
ledge, and liftest up thy voice for 
understanding; 

4 If thoo seebest her as silver, and 
searcheet for her as for hid treasures; 

5 Then shalt thou understand the 
fear of the Lord, and find the know¬ 
ledge of God. 

6 For the Lord giveth wisdom ; oat 
of his month oometh knowledge and 
understanding. 

7 He layeth np sound wisdom for 
the righteOQB; he is a buokler to them 
that walk uprightly. 


8 He keepelh the paths of judg¬ 
ment, and preBerveth the way of his 
saints. 

9 Then shalt thon understand right¬ 
eousness, and judgment, and equity ; 
yea, every good path. 

10 When wisdom entercth into thine 
heart, and knowledge is pleasant nnto 
thy soul; 

11 Discretion shall preserve thoe, 
understanding shall keep tbee; 

12 To deliver thee from the way of 
the evil man, from the man that 
speaketh froward things; 

13 Who leave the paths of upright¬ 
ness, to walk in the ways of darkness; 

14 Who rejoice to do evil, and de¬ 
light in the frowardness of the wicked; 

15 Whose ways are crooked, and 
they froward in their paths; 

16 To deliver thee from the strange 
woman, even from the stranger which 
flattereth with her words ; 

17 Which forsaketh the guide of 
her youth, and forgetteth the cove- 
nant of her God. 

18 For her house inclineth unto 
death, and her pathB unto the dead. 

19 None that go nnto her return 
again, neither take they hold of the 
paths of life. 

20 That thou mayest walk in tho 
way of good men, and keep the paths 
of the righteous. 

21 For the upright shall dwell in 
the land, and the perfect shall re¬ 
main in it. 

22 But the wicked shall be out off 
from the earth, aud the transgressors 
shall be rooted out of it. 

CUAPTER m. 

An exhortation to trust in wisdom. 

Y son, forgot not my law; but 
let thine heart keep my com¬ 
mandments ; 

2 For length of days, And long life, 
and peace, shall they add to thee. 

3 Let not mercy aDd truth forsake 
thee; bind them about thy neck;

11 My son, despise not the ohasten- 

ing of the Lora; neither be weary 
.of his correotion ; ^ 

12 For whom the Lord loveth he 
corroctcth; even as a father the soni 
in whom he delighteth. 

13 Happy is the man that flndeth' 
wisdom, and the man that getteth 
understanding; 

14 For the morohandise of it is 
better than the merchandise of silver, 
nnd the gain thereof than fine gold. 

15 She is more precious than rubies; 
and all the things thou canst desire 
are not to be compared unto her. 

16 Length of days is in her right 
hand; and in her left hand riches and 
honour. 

17 Her ways are ways of pleasant¬ 
ness, and all her paths are peace. 

IS She is a tree of life to them that 
lay hold upon her; and happy is 
every one that retaineth her. 

19 Tho Lord by wisdom hath 
founded tho oarth; by understanding 
hath ho establishod tho hoavons. 

20 By his knowledge tho depths aro 
broken up, and tho oloud9 drop down 
tho dew. 

21 My son, let not them depart from 
thine eyes; keep sound wisdom and 
disorotion ; 

22 Bo shall they be lifo unto thy 
soul, and graoe to thy neck. 

23 Then shalt thou walk in thy way 
safely, and thy foot shall not stumble. 

24 When thou liest down, thou shalt 
not be afraid; yea, thou shalt lie 
down, and thy sloop shall bo sweet. 

25 Be not afraid of sudden fear, 
□either of the desolation of the wicked, 
whon it oometh. 

20 For the Lord shall be thy confi¬ 
dence, and shall keep thy foot from 
being taken. 

27 Withhold not good from them to 
whom It Is duo, whon It is in the 
power of thine hand to do It. 

28 Bay not unto thy neighbour, Go, 


and come again, and to-morrow I will 
give; when thou hast it by thee. 

26 Devise not evil against thy neigh¬ 
bour, seeing he dwelleth securely by 
thee. 

30 Strive not with a man without 
oause, if he have done theo no harm. 

31 Envy thou not the oppressor, 
and choose none of his ways. 

32 For the froward is abomination 
to the Lord; bnt his seoret is with 
the righteous. 

33 The curse of the Lord is in the 
house of the wicked; but he blesseth 
tho habitation of the just. 

34 6urely he soorneth the soornen; 
but he giveth graoe unto tho lowly. 

35 The wise shall inherit glory; but 
shame shall be the promotion of fools. 

CHAPTER IT. 


Solomon persuadeth to itudy wisdom. 
EAR, ye children, tho instruction 
of a father, and attend to know 
understanding. 

2 For I give you good dootrine, for¬ 
sake ye not my law. 

3 For I was my father's son, tender 
and only beloved in the sight of my 
mother. 

4 He taught me also, and said unto 
me, Let thine heart retain my words;

14 I was almost in all evil in the 
midst of the congregation and as¬ 
sembly. 

15 Brink waters out of thine own 
cistern, and running waters out of 
thine own well. 

16 Let thy fountains be dispersed 
abroad, and rivers of waters in the 
Btreets. 

17 Let them be only thine own, and 
not strangers’ with thee. 

18 Let thy fountain bo blessed; and 
rejoice with the wife of thy youth. 

19 Let her bo as the loving hind and 
pleasant roe; let her breasts satisfy 
thee at all times; and be thou ravished 
always with her love. 

20 And why wilt thou, my son. be 
ravished with a strange woman, and 
embrace the bosom of a stranger? 

21 For the ways of man are before 
the eyes of the Lord, and he ponder- 
eth all bis goings. 

22 His own iniquities shall take 
the wicked himself, and he shall be 
holden with Ibo cords of his sins. 

23 n© shall die without instruction; 
and in tho greatness of his folly be 
shall go astray. 

CHAPTER VI.

Y son, if tbou be surety for thy 
frieDd, if thou hast stricken tby 
hand with a stranger, 

2 Thou art snared with the words 
of thy mouth, thou art taken with the 
words of thy mouth.

11 So shall thy poverty oome as 
one that travellolh, and thy want as 
an armed man. 

12 A naughty person, a wioked man, 
walketb with a froward mouth. 

13 He winkoth with his eyes, ho 
speaketh with his feet, he trachctb 
with his fingers; 

14 Frowardness is in his heart, he 
devisoth mischief oontinunlly; he 
sowoth disoord. 

15 Therefore shall his oalamity oome 
suddenly; suddenly shall ho be broken 
without remedy. 

16 These Bix things doth the Lord 
hnto; yea, Beven are an abomination 
UDto him; 

17 A proud look, a lying tongue, 
and hands that shed innocent blood, 

18 A heart that doviseth wicked 
imaginations, feet that be swift in 
running to mischief, 

19 A false witness that speaketh lies, 
and he that sowoth disoord among 
brethren. 

20 My son, keep thy father’s com¬ 
mandment, and forsake oot the law 
of thy mother; 

21 Bind them continually upon thine 
heart, and tie them about thy neck. 

22 When thou goest, it shall lead 
thee; when thou steepest, it shall keep 
thee; and when thou awakest, it shall 
talk with thee. 

23 For the oommandment is a lamp; 
and tho law is light; and reproofs of 
instruction are the way of life; 

24 To keep thoe from the evil wo¬ 
man, from tne flattery of the tongue 
of a strange woman. 

26 Lust not after her beauty in thine 
heart; neither let her tako theo with 
Ilf!' e V el ;t|«. 


26 For by means of a whorish wo¬ 
man a man is brought to a piece of 
bread; and the adulteress will hunt 
for the precious life. 

27 Can a man take Are in his bosom, 
and hie olothes not he horned? 

26 Can one go upon hot ooals, and 
his feet not be burned? 

29 So ho that goeth in to his neigh¬ 
bour's wife; whosoever touoheth her 
shall not be innocent. 

30 Men do not despise a thief, if 
he steal to satisfy his soul when he is 
hungry; 

31 But if he he found, he shall re¬ 
store sevenfold; he shall give all the 
substance of his house. 

32 But whoso oommitteth adultery 
with a woman laoketh understanding; 
ho that doeth it destroyeth his own 
soul. 

33 A wound and dishonour shall he 
get; and hiB reproaoh shall not be 
wiped away. 

34 For jealousy is the rage of a man; 
therefore he will not spare in the day 
of vengeanoe. 

35 He will not regard any ransom ; 
neither will he rest content, though 
thou givest many gifts. 

CHAPTER TII. 

Solomon pereundeth to tincert wisdom — The 
cunning of a vthort. 

Y son, keep my words, and layup 
my commandments with thee. 

2 Keep my commandments, and 
live; and my law as the apple of 
thine eye. 

3 Bind thorn upon thy fingers, write 
them upon tho table of thine heart. 

4 Say unto wisdom, Thou art my 
sister; and call understanding thy 
kinswoman; 

5 That they may keep thee from the 
strange woman, from tho stranger 
which Qattoroth with hor words. 

6 For at the window of my house I 
looked through my easement, 

7 And beheld among the simple 
ones, I disoerned among tho youths a 
young man void of understanding, 

6 Passing through the street near 
her oorner; and he went the way to 
her house, 

9 In the twilight, in the evening, in 
the black and dark night; 

10 And, behold, there met him a 
woman with the attiro of a harlot, 
and subtile of heart. 
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11 (Sho ib load and stubborn; her 
feot abido not in her house; 

12 Now ie she without, now in the 
streets, and licth in wait at every 
corner.) 

13 So she oanght him, and kissed 
him, and with an impudont face said 
nnto him, 

14 I have peace offerings with me; 
this day have I paid my vows. 

15 Therefore came I forth to meet 
thee, diligently to seek thy faoo, and 
I have found thee. 

16 I have decked my bed with cover¬ 
ings of tapestry, with oarved works, 
with fine linen of Egypt. 

17 I have perfumed my bed with 
myrrh, aloes, and oinnamon. 

18 Come, let ns take onr fill of lovo 
until the morning; let us solaoe oar- 
selves with loves. 

19 For the goodman is not at home, 
he is gone a long journey; 

20 He hath taken a bag of money 
with him, and will oome home at the 
day appointed. 

21 With her mnoh fair Bpceoh she 
oansed him to yield, with tne flatter¬ 
ing of her lips she forced him. 

22 He goetn after her straightway, 
as an ox goeth to the slaughter, or as 
a fool to the correction of the stocks; 

23 Till a dart strike through his liver; 
as a bird hasteth to the snare, and 
knowoth not that it is for his life. 

24 Hearken unto me now therefore, 
0 ye ohildren, and attond to the words 
of my mouth. 

25 Let not thine heart decline to 
her ways, go not astray in her paths. 

26 For she hath oast down many 
wounded; yea, many strong men 
have been slain by her. 

27 Her house is tho way to hell, 
going down to the chambers of death. 

CHAPTER Till.

ing hoart. 

6 Hear; for I will speak of excellent 
things; and the opening of my lips 
shall be right things. 

7 For my mouth shall speak truth; 
and wickedness is an abomination to 
my lips. 

8 AU the words of my month are 
in righteousness; there is nothing fro- 
ward or perverse in thorn. 

9 They are all plain to him th»t 
understandeth, and right to them 
that find knowledge. 

10 Receive my instruction, and not 
silver; and knowledge rather than 
choice gold. 

11 For wisdom is better than rubies; 
and all the things that may be deBired 
are not to be compared to it. 

12 I wisdom dwell with prudence, 
and find out knowledge of witty in¬ 
ventions. 

13 The fear of the Lord is to hate 
evil; pride, and arrogancy, and the 
evil way, and tho froward mouth, do 
I hate. 

14 Counsel is mine, and Bonnd wis¬ 
dom ; I am understanding; I have 
strength. 

15 By me kings reign, and princes 
decree justioe. 

16 By me princes rule, and nobles, 
even all the judges of the earth. 

17 I love them that love me; and 
those that seek me early shall find me. 

IS Riches and honour are with me; 
yea, durable riches and righteousness. 

19 My fruit is better than gold, yea, 
than fine gold; and my revenue than 
choice silver. 

20 I lead in the way of righteous¬ 
ness, in the midst of the paths of 
judgment. 

21 That I may cause those that love 
me to inherit subst&Doe; and I will 
fill their treasures. 

22 The Lord possessed me in the 
beginning of his way, before his 
works of old. 

23 I was set np from everlasting, 
from the beginning, or ever the earth 
was. 

24 When there were no depths, I 
was brought forth ; when there were 
no fountains abounding with water. 

25 Before the mountains were so! 
tied, before the hills was I brough' 
forth; 
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26 While rb yet ho had not made 
(he earth, nor the Acids, nor tho 
highest part of the dust of the world. 

27 When ho prepared the heavens, 
I was (here; when he set a compass 
upon the fnce of the dopth; 

28 When he established (he olonds 
above; when he strengthened the 
foantains of the deep; 

20 When he gave to the sea his 
decree, that the waters should not 
pasB his commandment; when he 
appointed the foundations of the 
earth; 

30 Then I was by him, as one 
brought up with him ; and I was 
daily his dolight, rejoicing Always 
before him; 

31 Rejoicing in the habitable part 
of his earth ; and my delights were 
with the sons of men. 

32 Now therefore hearken unto me, 
0 ye ohildren ; for blessed are they 
that keep my ways. 

33 Hear instruction, and be wise, 
and refuse it not. 

34 Blessed is the man that heareth 
me, watohing daily at my gates, 
waiting at the posts of my doors. 

35 For whoso flndeth me findoth life, 
and shall obtain favour of the Lord. 

36 Dot he that sinneth against me 
wrongeth his own soul; all they that 
hate me love death. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The discipline of wisdom,—The error of folly. 

W ISDOM hath builded her house, 
she hath hewn out her seven 
pillars; 

2 Sbe hath killed her beasts; she 
bath mingled hor wine ; she hath Also 
furnished her table.

7 He that reproveth a scorner get- 
teth to himself shame; and ho that 
rebaketh a wioked man gotteth him¬ 
self a blot. 

8 Reprove not a soornor, lest he 
hate tnoe; robuke a wise man, and 
be will love tbee. 
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9 Give instruction to a wise man, 
and he will be yet wiser; teach a just 
man, and he will increase in lcarn- 
ing. 

10 The fear of the Lord is the be¬ 
ginning of wisdom ; and the know¬ 
ledge of the Holy is understanding. 

11 For by me thy days shall be 
multiplied, and the yoars of thy life 
shall be inoroaBod. 

12 If thou be wise, thou shalt he 
wise for tbysolf; but if tbou scornest, 
thou alone shalt bear it. 

13 A foolish woman is clamorous; 
she is simple, and knoweth nothing. 

14 For she sitteth at the door of her 
house, on a seat in tho high places of 
the city, 

16 To call passengers who go right 
on their ways; 

16 Whoso is simple, let him turn in 
hitbor; and as for him that wanteth 
understanding, she eaith to him, 

17 Stolen waters are sweet, and 
bread eaten in secret is pleasant. 

18 Rut he knoweth not that the 
dead are there; and that her guests 
are in tho depths of hell. 

OIAPTER X. 

Sundry virtues and vices. 
nE Proverbs of Solomon. A wise 
son maketh a glad fathor ; bat a 
foolish son is the heaviness of his 
molhor. 

2 Treasures of wiokednes? profit 
nothing; butrightcousnoss ilclivereth 
from (loath.

6 He that gnthcrcth in summer is 
a wiso eon ; bat he that sleepeth in 
harvest is a son that oausoth shame. 

6 Blessings are upon the head of 
the just; but violence covoreth the 
mouth of the wicked. 

7 The memory of the jnst Is blessed ; 
but tho name of the wicked shall rot. 

8 The wiso in heart will receive 
commandments; but a prating fool 
shall fall. 

9 He that walketh nprightly walkcth 
surely; but he that pervertoth his 
wayB shall be known. 

10 He that wlnketh with the eye 
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caused sorrow; bat a prating fool 
shall fall. 

11 The mouth of a righteous man 
is a well of life; but violence covereth 
the mouth the wicked. 

12 Hatred stirreth up BtrifeB; hut 
love covereth all sine. 

13 In the lips of him that hath 
lndcrstanding wisdom is found; but 

rod is for the back of him that is 
void of understanding. 

14 Wise men lay up knowledge; 
but the mouth of the foolish is near 
destruction. 

15 The rich man's wealth is his 
strong city; the destruction of the 
poor is their poverty. 

16 The labour of the righteous tend- 
eth to life; the fruit of the wicked to 
sin. 

17 He is in the way of life that 
keepeth instruotion ; but he that re~ 
fuseth reproof erred. 

16 He that hideth hatred with lying 
lips, and he that uttereth a slander, 
iB a fool. 

19 In the multitude of words there 
wanteth not sin ; but he that rofrain- 
eth his lips is wise. 

20 The tongue of the just is as 
choice silver ; the heart of tho wicked 
is little worth. 

21 The lips of tho rightcouB feed 
many; but fools die for want of 
wisdom. 

22 The blossing of the Lord, it 
maketh rich, andhonddeth no sorrow 
with it. 

23 It is as sport \o a fool to do mis- 
ohief; but a man of understanding 
hath wisdom. 

24 The fear of t..« wicked, it shall 
come upon him ; but the desire of the 
righteous shall be g anted. 

25 As the whirlwi id passeth, so is 
the wicked no more but the right¬ 
eous is an evcrlastin, foundation. 

26 As vinegar to tho teeth, and as 
smoko to the eyes, so is the sluggard 
to them that send him. 

27 The fear of tho Lord prolongedh 
days; but tho years of tne wicked 
shall be shortened. 

26 The hope of the righloous shall 
be gladness; but the expectation of 
the wicked shall perish. 

29 Tho way of tho Lord is strength 
to tho upright; but destruction shnll 
be to the workers of Iniquity. 


30 The righteous shall never he re¬ 
moved; hut the wicked shall not in¬ 
habit the earth. 

31 The mouth of the just bringeth 
forth wisdom ; but tho froward tongue 
shall he cut out.

14 Where no counsel is, the people 
fnll; but in tho multitude of counsel¬ 
lors there is safety. 

15 lie that is surety for a stranger 
shall smart for it; And he that bated 
suretyship is sure. 

16 A gracious woman retained hon¬ 
our : and strong men retain riohes. 

17 The merciful man dued good ta

biB own soul; but he that is cruel ] her husband; but ehe that mukelh 


troubloth his own flesh. 

16 The wicked worketh a deceitful 
work; but to him that sowcth right¬ 
eousness shall bo a sure reward. 

19 As righteousness tcudeth to lifo; 
so he that pursueth evil pursucth it 
to his own death. 

2f They that are of a froward heart 
are an abomination to the Lord; hut 
Buob as are upright in their way are 
his dolight. 

21 Though hand join in hand, the 
wicked shall not bo unpunished; but 
the seed of the righteous shall be de¬ 
livered.

15 The way of a fool is right in bis 
own eyes; but ho that hcarkenetb 
unto counsel is wise.

claimed foolishness. 

24 The hand of the diligent shall 
hear rule; hat the Blothful shall ho 
under tribute. 

25 Heaviness in the heart of man 
maketh it stoop; hut a good word 
maketh it glad. 

26 The righteous is more excellent 
than his neighbour; but the way of 
the wicked seduced them.

11 Wealth gotten by vanity shall 
be diminished; but he that gathered 
by labour shall increase. 

12 Hope deferred maketh the heart 
siok; but when the desire comoth, it 
is a tree of life. 

13 Whoso despisoth the word shall 
be destroyed; hut he that fcarelh the 
commandment shall bo rowardod. 

14 The law of the wise is a foun¬ 


tain of life, to depart from the snares 
of death. 

15 Good understanding giveth fa¬ 
vour; bat the way of transgressors is 
hard. 

16 Every prudent man dealeth with 
knowledge; but a fool layeth open 
his folly. 

17 A wicked messenger failed into 
misohief; but a faithful ambassador 
is health. 

18 Poverty and shame shall be to 
him that refused instruotion; but 
he thAt regarded reproof shall be 
honoured. 

19 The desire accomplished is sweet 
to the soul; but it is abomination to 
fools to depart from evil. 

20 He that walked with wise men 
shall he wise; but a companion of 
fools shall be destroyed. 

21 Evil pursaeth sinners ; bat to tbe 
righteous good shall be repaid. 

22 A good man leaveth an inherit¬ 
ance to his children’s children; and 
the wealth of the sinner is laid up for 
the just. 

23 Muoh food is in the tillage of 
the poor; but there is that is destroy- 
ed for want of judgment. 

24 He that spared his rod hateth 
his sou; hut ho that lovoth him 
ohasteneth him betimes. 

25 The righteous eateth to the sat¬ 
isfying of his soul; but the belly of 
the wicked shall want. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

VERY wise woman buildeth her 
house; but the foolish plucked 
it down with her bands. 

2 He that walked in his up¬ 
rightness foaretb the Lord; but he 
that is pervorso in his ways despised 
him. 

3 In tbe mouth of the foolish is a 
rod of pride ; but the lips of the wise 
shall preservo them. 

4 Whore no oxen are, the crib is 
dean ; but much inorease is by de 
strength of the ox. 

5 A faithful witness will not lie; 
but a false witness will uttor lies. 

6 A scorner seekoth wisdom, and 
findeth it not; but knowledge is easy 
unto him that understandotb. 

7 Go from the presence of a foolish 
man, when thou porceivest not in him 
tho lips of knowledge. 

9 Tbe wisdom of tho prudent Is te 
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understand his way; bat the folly of 
fools is deooit. 

9 Fools make a mook at Bio; bat 
among the righteous there is favour. 

10 The hoart knoweth his own 
bitterness; and a stranger doth not 
intermeddle with his joy. 

11 The house of the wicked shall 
be overthrown; hut the tabernacle of 
the upright shail flourish. 

12 There is a way which seemeth 
right unto a man; hut the end there¬ 
of are the ways of doath. 

13 Evon in laughter the heart is 
sorrowful; and the end of that mirth 
is heaviness. 

14 The backslider in heart shall be 
filled with h's own ways; and a good 
man shall be satisfied from himself. 

15 The simple bclieveth every word ; 
but the prudent man looketh well to 
his going. 

16 A wise man foaroth, and depart- 
eth from evil; but the fool rageth, 
and is confident. 

17 lie that is soon angry dealcth 
foolishly; and a man of wiokod de~ 
vioes is hated. 

18 The simple inherit folly; but 
the prudent are crowned with know¬ 
ledge. 

19 The evil bow before the good; 
and the wiokod at the gates of the 
righteous. 

20 The poor is hated even of his 
own neighbour; but the rich hath 
many frionds. 

21 He that dospiecth his neighbour 
ainneth; but he that hath meroy on 
the poor, happy is he. 

22 Do they not err that devise evil? 
bat meroy and truth shall be to them 
that devise good. 

23 In all labour there is profit; but 
the talk of the lips tendeth only to 
penury. 

24 The crown of the wise is their 
riches; but the foolishness of fools is 
folly. 

25 A true witness delivereth souls; 
bnt a deceitful witness speaketh lies. 

26 In Iho fear of the Lord is strong 
confidence; and hie ohildren shall 
have a place of refuge. 

27 The fear of tho Lord is a foun¬ 
tain of life, to dopart from the snaros 
of death. 

28 In tho multitude of people is the 
king's honour; but in tho want of 


people la the destruction of the 
prince. 

29 He that Is slow to wrath is of 
great understanding; hut he that is 
hasty of spirit oxaltolh folly. 

30 A sound heart is the life of the 
flesh ; hut envy the rottenness of the 
hones. 

31 He that oppresseth the poor re- 
proaoheth his Maker; but ho that hon- 
oureth him hath meroy on the poor. 

32 The wicked is driven away in 
his wickedness; but the righteous 
hath hope in his death. 

33 Wisdom resteth in the heart of 
him that hath understanding; but 
that which is in the midst of fools is 
mado known. 

34 Righteousness exaltoth a nation; 
but sin ib a reproach to any people. 

35 Tho king's favour is toward a 
wise servant; but his wrath is against 
him that eausolh shaino. 

CHAPTER XV.

2 The tongue of tho wise useth 
knowledge aright; but the mouth of 
fools poureth out foolishness.

17 Better is a dinner of herbs where 
love is, than a stalled ox and hatred 
therewith. 

18 A wrathful man stirreth up 
strife; but he that is slow to anger 
appeaseth strife. 

19 The way of tho slothful man is 
as a hedge of thorns; hut the way of 
the righteous is mado plain. 

20 A wise son maketh a glad fa¬ 
ther; but a foolish man despisetb his 
mother. 

21 Folly is joy to biin that is des¬ 
titute of wisdom; but a man of un¬ 
derstanding walkcth uprightly. 

22 Without counsel purposes are 
disappointed; but in tne multitude 
of counsellors they are established. 

23 A man hath joy hy the answer 
of his mouth; and a word spoken in 
due season, how good i9 it! 

24 The way of life is above to the 
wise, that he may depart from hell 
beneath. 

25 The Lord will destroy the house 
of the proud; but he will establish 
tho bordor of the widow. 

26 The thoughts of the wicked are 
an abomination to the Lord; but the 
words of tho pure are pleasant words. 

27 He that is greedy of gain trou- 
bloth his own house; but he that 
hateth gifts shall live. 

26 The heart of the righteous studi- 
eth to answer; but the mouth of tho 
wicked poureth out evil things. 

29 The Lord is far from tho wiok- 
ed ; but he hoaretb the prayer of the 
righteous. 

30 The light of the eyes rejoioeth 
the heart; and a good report maketh 
the bones fat. 

31 The ear that bcarcth the reproof 
of life abideth among tho wise.

18 Pride gooth before destruction, 
and a haughty spirit before a fall. 
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10 Better it U to be of an humble 
spirit with the lowly, than to divide 
the apoil with the proud. 

20 lie that handleth a matter wisely 
shall find good; and whoso truBteth 
in the Lord, happy is he. 

21 The wise in neart shall be called 

f irudent; and the sweetness of the 
ips increaeeth learning. 

22 Understanding is a well-spring 
of life unto him that hath it; but the 
instruction of fools is folly. 

23 The heart of the wise teachelh 
bis mouth, and addeth learning to 
hie lips. 

24 Pleasant words arc as a honey¬ 
comb, sweet to the soul, and health 
to tho bones 

25 There is a way lhat soemeth 
right unto a man ; but the end there- | 
of are the ways of death. 

26 lie that laboureth, Iabourcth for 
himself; for his mouth oraveth it of 
him. 

27 An ungodly man diggeth up 
ovil; and in his lips there is as a 
burning fire. 

28 Afrowardman soweth strife; and 
a whisperer separateth chief friends. 
29 A violent man entioeth his neigh¬ 
bour, and leadoth him into a way 
that is not good. 

30 Ho Bbutteth his eyeB to devise 
froward things; moving his lips he 
bringeth ovil to pass. 

31 Tho hoary head is a orown of 
glory, if it bo found in the way of 
righteousness. 

32 lie that is slow to anger is better 
than tho mighty; and he that rul- 
eth his spirit than he that taketh a 
oity. 

33 The lot is oast into the lap; but 
the whole disposing thereof is of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

ETTKR is a dry morsel, and 
quietness therewith, than a house 
full of saorifioos with strife. 

2 A wise servant shall have rule 
over a son that oausoth shame, and 
shall have part of tho inheritance 
among the brethren. 

3 The fining pot is for silver, and 
the furnaoe for gold; but tho Lord 
trieth the hearts. 

4 A wiokod doer giveth heed to 
falso lips; and a liar giveth ear to a 
naughty longue.

8 A gift is as a precious stone in 
the eyes of him that hath it; whither¬ 
soever it turneth, it prosporclh. 

9 He that covercth a transgression 
sockelh love; but ho that repeateth 
a matter separateth very friends. 

10 A reproof eDterelh more into a 
wise man than a hundred stripes into 
a fool. 

11 An evil man seeketh only re¬ 
bellion ; therefore a cruel messenger 
shall be sent against him. 

12 Let a bear robbed of her whelps 
meet a man, rather than a fool in his 
folly. 

13 Whoso rewardeth evil for good, 
evil shall not depart from his house.

19 He loveth transgression that lov¬ 
eth strife; and he that exalteth his 
gAte seeketh destruction. 

20 He that hath a froward heart 
findeth no good; and he that hath a 
perverse tongue falleth into mischief. 

21 He that begettoth a fool doetli it 
to his Borrow ; and tho father of a fool 
hath no joy. 

22 A merry heart doolli good like a 
modioine; but a broken spirit drieth 
the bones. 

23 A wioked man taketh a gift out 
of the bosom to pervert the ways of 
judgment. 

24 Wisdom is before him that hath 
understanding; but the eyes of a fool 
are in the ends of the earth. 
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25 A foolish son is a grief to his 
father, and bitterness to her that bare 
him. 

26 Also to punish the ju9t is not 
good, nor to Btrike princes for equity. 

27 He that hath knowledge sp&reth 
his words; and a man of understand¬ 
ing is of an excellent spirit.

29 A wicked man hardened hit 
face; but as for the upright, he di¬ 
rected his way.

CHAPTER XXJI. 

GOOD name ia rather to bo 
chosen than great riches, and 
loving favour rather than silver and 
gold.

12 For the eyes of the Lord preserve 
knowledge ; but he overthrowoth the 
words of the transgressor. 

13 The slothful man saith, There is 
a lion without, I shall be slain in the 
streets. 

14 Tbo mouth of strange wotnon is 
a deep pit; he that is ahborred of the 
Lord shall fall therein. 

15 Foolishness is bonnd in the heart 
of a child; but the rod of oorreolion 
shall drive it far from him. 

16 lie that oppresseth the poor to 
increase his rlohes, and he that giveth 
to the rioh, shall surely come to want.

27 If thou hast nothing to pay, why 
should he take away thy bed from 
under thee ? 

28 Remove not tho ancient land¬ 
mark, which thy fathers have Bel. 

29 Sccst thou a man diligent in his 
business ? he shall stand before kingB; 
he shnll not stand before mean men. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

HEN thou sittest to eat with 
a ruler, consider diligently 
what is before thee;

0 Put not forth thyself in the pres¬ 
ence of the king, and stand not in 
the place of great men; 

7 For better it is that it be said 
unto thee, Come up hither; than that 
thou shouldest bo put lower in the 
presence of the pnnoe whom thine 
eyes havo seen. 

8 Go not forth hastily to Btrive, lost 
thou know not what to do in tho end 
thereof, when thy neighbour hath put 
thee to shame. 

9 Debate thy cause with thy neigh¬ 
bour himBclf; and disoovor not a 
secret to another; 

10 Lest he that heareth it put thee 
to shame, and thine infamy turn not 
away. 

11 A word fitly spoken is like apples 
of gold in pioturcs of silver. 

12 As an earring of gold, and an 
ornament of fine gold, so is a wise 
reprover upon an tfbedient ear. 

13 As the cold of snow in the time 
of harvest, so is a faithful mossouger 
to them that send him; for ho refresh- 
eth the bou! of his masters. 

14 Whoso boasteth himself of a 
false gift is like clouds and wind 
without rain. 

15 By long forhearing is a prinoo 
persuaded, and a soft tongue break- 
cth the bone. 

10 Hast thou found honey? eat so 
much as is sufficient for thee, lest 
thou be filled therewith, and vomit 
it. 

17 Withdraw thy foot from thy 
neighbour's house; lest ho be weary 
of thee, end so hate thee. 

10 A man that boareth false witness

a sword, and q sharp arrow. 

19 Confidence in an unfaithful man 
in time of trouble is like a broken 
tooth, and a foot out of joint.

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Observation* about fools, slug yards, and busy- 
bodies. 

6 snow in summer, and as rain 
in harvest, so honour is not 
seemly for a fool. 

2 As the bird by wandering, as the 
swallow hy flying, so the curse cause¬ 
less shall not oome. 

3 A whip for the horse, a bridle for 
the ass, and a rod for the fool's 
back. 

4 Answer not a fool according to his 
folly, lest thou also bo like onto him. 

5 Answer a fool according to his 
folly, lest he be wise in his own 
conceit. 

6 He that sendeth a message by the 
hand of a fool outteth off the feet, and 
drinketh damage. 

7 The legs of the lame arc not 
equal; so is a parable in tho mouth 
of fools. 

6 As he that biDdoth a stone in a 
sling, so is he that giveth honour to 
a fool. 


9 As a thorn goeth up into the hand 
of a drunkard, so is a parable in the 
mouth of fools. 

10 The great Ood that formed all 
things both rewardeth the fool, and 
rewardeth transgressors. 

11 As a dog returncth to his vomit, 
so a fool returneth to his folly. 

12 Sccst thou a man wise in his 
own conceit 7 there is more hope of a 
fool than of him. 

13 The 6lothful man aaith, There 
is a lion in the way ; a Hon is in the 
streets. 

14 As the door turreth apon hii 
hinges, so doth the slothful upon hit 
bed. 

15 The slothful hideth his hand it 
his bosom ; it grieveth him to bring 
it again to his mouth. 

16 The sluggard is wiser in his own 
conceit than seven men that can 
render a reason. 

17 lie that passeth by, and med- 
dleth with strife belonging not to 
him, is like one that taketh a dog by 
the ears. 

18 As a mad man who caateth fire¬ 
brands, arrows, and death, 

19 So is the man that deceiveth his 
neighbour, and saith, Am not I in 
sport ? 

20 Where no wood is, there the fire 
goeth out; so where there is no tale¬ 
bearer, the strife ccaseth. 

21 As coals are to burning coals, 
and wood to fire; so is a contentious 
man to kindle strife. 

22 The words of a tale-bearer are as 
wounds, and they go down into the 
innermost parte of the belly. 

23 Burning lips and a wicked heart 
are like a potsherd covered with silver 
dross.

13 Take his garment that is surety 
for a stranger, and take a pledge of 
him for a strange woman. 

14 lie that blesscth his friend with 
a loud voioe, rising early in the morn¬ 
ing, it shall bo oounted a ourso to him. 

15 A continual dropping in a very 
rainy day and a contentious womau 
•re alike. 

16 Whosoever hidoth her hidoththe 
wind, and the ointment of bis right 
hand, which bewruyeth itself. 

17 Iron shurponcth iron; so a man 
shnrpcncth the countenance of bis 
friond. 

18 Whoso keepeth the fig tree shall 
eat the fruit thoreof; so ho that wait- 
•th on hii master shall be honourod. 
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19 As in water faoe answcrelh to 
face, so the heart of man to man. 

20 Hell and destruction are never 
full; so (he eyes of man are never 
satisfied. 

21 As the fining pot for silver, and 
the furnaoe for gold ; so is a man to 
his praise. 

22 Though thou shouldcst bray a 
fool in a mortar among wheat with a 
pestle, yet will not his foolishness 
depart from him.

10 He that tillcth his land shall 
have plenty of bread ; but he that fol¬ 
lowed after vain persons shall have 
poverty enough. 

20 A faithful man shall abound with 
blessings ; but he that mabeth haste 
to be rich shall not bo innocent. 

21 To have respect of persons is not 
good; for, for a piece of bread that 
man will transgress. 

22 He that nasteth to be rich hath 
an evil eye, and eonsidcreth not that 
poverty shall come upon him.

20 Seest thou a man that is haaty 
in his words ? there is more hope of 
a fool than of him. 

21 lie that delicately hringeth up 
bis servant from a child shall havo 
him hecome his son at the length. 

22 An angry man stirreth up strife, 
and a furious man aboundeth in trans¬ 
gression. 

23 A man's pride shall bring him 
low; but honour 6hall uphold the 
humble in spirit. 

24 Whoso is partner with a thief 
hateth his own soul ; ho bearclh 
ourBing, and bewraveth it not. 

25 The fear of man bringeth a 
snare; but whoso putteth his trust in 
the Lord shall bo safe. 

26 Many seek the ruler's favour; 
but every man's judgment cometh 
from the Lord. 

27 An unjust man is an abomina¬ 
tion to the just; and he that is up¬ 
right in the way is abomination to 
the wicked. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

A guv’s confession and prayer—Parents are 
not to he despised — Wrath to be prevented. 
HE words of Agur the son of 
Jakeh, even the prophecy ; the 
man Bpake unto Ithiol, even unto 
Ithiel and Ucal, 

2 Surely I am more brutish than 
any man, and have not the under¬ 
standing of a man. 

3 I neither learned wisdom, nor 
have the knowledge of the holy. 

4 Who hath ascended up into hea¬ 
ven, or descended ? who hath gathered 
the wind in his fists ? who hath bound 
the waters in a garment? who hath 
established all the ends of the earth ? 
what is his name, and what is his 
•on's name, if thou canst toll? 

6 Evory word of God is pure; he is 
a shield unto thorn that put their 
trust in him. 

6 Add thou not unto his words, 
lost be reprove thee, and thou be 
found a liar. 

7 Two things have I required of 
thee; deny me thorn not before I die; 

8 Remove far from me vanity and 
llos; give mo neither poverty nor 
riches ; feed me with food convenient 
for me; 
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9 Lest I be full, and deny thee, and 
say, Who is the Lord 7 or lest I be 
poor, and steal, and take tbo name of 
my God in vain. 

10 Accuse not a servant onto bis 
master, lest he curse thee, and thon 
be found guilty. 

11 There is a generation that curseth 
their father, and doth not bless their 
mother. 

12 There is a generation that are 
pure in their own eyes, and yetis not 
washed from their filthinesB. 

13 There is a generation, oh how 
lofty are their eyes! and their eyelids 
are lifted up. 

14 There is a generation, whose 
teeth are as swords, and their jaw 
teeth as knives, to devour the poor 
from off the earth, and the needy 
from among men. 

15 The horBeleech hath two daugh¬ 
ters, crying, Give, give. There are 
three things that are never satisfied, 
yea, four things say not, It is enough; 

16 The grave; and the barren womb; 
tho earth that is not filled with water; 
and the fire that saith not. It is 
enough. 

17 The eye that mooketh at his fa¬ 
ther, and despiseth to obey hie mo¬ 
ther, the ravens of the valley shall 
pick it out, and the young eagles 
shall eat it. 

18 There bo throe things which are 
too wonderful for me, yea, four whioh 
I know not; 

19 The way of an oagle in the air; 
the way of a serpent upon a rock ; 
the way of a ship in the midst of the 
sea; and the way of a man with a 
maid. 

20 Such iB tho way of an adulterous 
woman; sho eateth, and wipeth her 
mouth, and saith, I have done no 
wickedness. 

21 For throe things the earth is dis¬ 
quieted, and for four whioh it cannot 
bear; 

22 For a servant when he reigneth; 
and a fool when he is filled with 
moat; 

23 For an odious woman when she 
is married; and a handmaid that is 
heir to her mistress. 

24 There be four things whioh are 
little upon the earth, but they are 

, exceeding wiso; 

25 Tho antB are a people not strong, 
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yet they prepare their meat in the 
summer; 

26 The conies are but a feeble folk, 
yet make they their houses iu the 
rocks; 

27 The locusts have do king, yet go 
they forth all of them by bands ; 

23 The spider takcth hold with her 
hands, and is in kings' palaces. 

29 There be three things which go 
well, yea, four are comely iu going; 

30 A lion, which is strongest among 
beasts, and turneth not away from 
any; 

31 A grayhound; a he goat also; 
and a king, against whom there is do 
rising up. 

32 If thou hast done foolishly in 
lifting up thyself, or if thou hast 
thought evil, lay (hme hand upon 
thy mouth. 

33 Surely the churning of milk 
bringeth forth butter, and tbc wring¬ 
ing of the nose briugetb forth blood; 
so the forcing of wrath bringeth forth 
strife. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

Chastity and temperance — Quality of a good 

vrife. 

HE words of king Lemuel, the 
prophecy that his mother taught 

him. 

2 What, my son ? and what, the Bon 
of my womb? and what, the son of 
my vows? 

3 Give not thy strength unto women, 
nor thy ways to that which destroy¬ 
ed kings. 

4 It is not for kings, 0 Lemuel, it is 
not for kings to drink wino; nor for 
princes Btrong drink; 

5 Lest they drink, and forget the 
law, and pervert the judgment of 
any of the afflioted. 

6 Give strong drink unto him that 
is ready to perish, and wine unto those 
that be of heavy hearts. 

7 Let him drink, and forget his 
poverty, and remember his misery no 
more. 

8 Open thy mouth for the dumb in 
the oause of all such ab are appointed 
to destruction. 

9 Open thy mouth, judge righteously, 
and plead the oause of the poor and 
needy. 

10 Who oan And a virtuous woman? 
for her prioe is far above rubies. 


11 The heart of her husband doth 
safely trust in her, so that he shall 
have no need of spoil. 

12 She will do him good and not 
evil all the days of her life. 

13 She sccketh wool, and flax, and 
worketh willingly with her hands. 

14 She is like the merchants’ ships; 
she bringeth her food from afar. 

15 She riseth also while it is yet 
night, and giveth meat to her house¬ 
hold, and a portion to her maidens. 

16 She considereth a field, and buy- 
oth it; with the fruit of her hands 
she planlclh a vineyard. 

17 She girdeth her loins with 
strength, and strengtheneth hei 
arms. 

18 She perceiveth that her mer¬ 
chandise is good ; her candle goclh 
not out by night. 

19 She layeth her hands to the spin 
die, and her hands hold the distaff. 

20 She stretcheth out her hand to 
the poor; yea, she reachetli forth 
her hands to the needy. 

21 She is not afraid of the snow for 
her household ; for all her household 
arc clothed with scarlet. 

22 She maketh herself coverings 
of tapestry; her clothing is silk and 
purple. 

23 Her husband is known in the 
gates, when he sitteth among the 
elders of the land. 

24 She maketh fine linen, and sell- 
cLh it; and delivereth girdles unto 
the merchant. 

25 Strength and honour are hei 
clothing; and she shall rejoioe in 
time to come. 

26 She openeth her mouth with wi» 
dom; and in hor tonguo is the law of 
kindness. 

27 She looketh well to the ways ot 
hor household, and eateth not the 
bread of idleness. 

23 Her ohildren arise up, and call 
her blessed; her husband also, and 
he praiseth hor. 

29 Mftuy daughters have done vir 
tuousty, but thou excellest them alL 

30 Favour is deceitful, and beauty 
is vain; hut a woman that feareth 
the Lord, she shall be praised. 

31 Give hor of the fruit of her 
hands ; and let her own works praise 
her in the gates. 
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CHAPTER I. 

77 j « vanity of worldly thingg. 

HE words of the Preacher, the 
son of David, king in Jerusalem. 

2 Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; all is 
vanity. 

3 What profit hath a man of all his 
labour which he takcth under the sun ? 

4 One generation pnsseth away, and 
another generation comoth; but the 
earth abideLh for ever. 

5 The sun also ariseth, and the sun 
goelh down, and hnstoth to his place 
where he arose. 

f> Tho wind goelh toward the south, 
and turneth about unto the north ; 
it whirloth about oontinually, and 
the wind rcturneth again according 
to his circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the sea; 
yet tho sea is not full; unto the place 
from whence the rivers come, thither 
they return again. 

3 All things are full of labour ; man 
cannot utter it; tbo eye is not satis¬ 
fied with seeing, nor the ear filled 
with hearing. 

9 Tho thing that hath been, it is 
that whioh shall be; and that which 
is done is that which shall be done; 
and there is no new thing under the 
sun. 

10 Is thore any thing whereof it 
may he said, See, this is new ? it hath 
boon already of old time, which was 
before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of for¬ 
mer things; neither shall thoro be 
any remembrance of things that are 
to come with those that shall come 
after. 

12 I tho Preaohcr was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 

13 And I gave my heart to seek 
and search out by wisdom concern¬ 
ing all things that are done undor 
heaven ; this sore travail hath God 
given to the sons of man to bo exer¬ 
cised therewith. 

14 I have seen all the works that 
aro done under the nun; and, behold, 
all is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 That which is orooked oannot be 
made straight; and that which is 
wanting cannot be nnmbered. 


16 I communed with mioe own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am oome to 
great estate, and have gotten more 
wisdom than all they that have been 
before me in Jerusalem; yea, my 
heart had great experience of wis¬ 
dom and knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and 
folly; I perceived that this also is 
vexation of spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom is much 
grief; and he that inoreaseth know¬ 
ledge incrcaseth sorrow. 

CHAPTER II. 

The vanity of worldly pleasure and human 
labour. 

SAID in mine heart, Go to now, I 
will prove thee with mirth; there¬ 
fore enjoy pleasure ; and, behold, this 
also is vanity. 

2 I said of laughter, It is mad; and 
of mirth, What doeth it? 

3 I sought in mine heart to give 
myself unto wine, yet acquainting 
mine heart with wisdom; and to lay 
hold on folly, till I might see what 
was that good for the eons of men, 
which they should do under the hea- 
von all the days of their life. 

4 I made me great works; I bnilded 
me houses; I planted me vineyards; 

5 I made me gardens and orchards, 
and I plantod troes in them of all 
kind of fruits; 

6 I made me pools of water, to water 
therewith the wood that bringeth forth 
trees; 

7 I got me servants and maidens, 
and had servants born in my house; 
also I had great possessions of great 
and small cattle above all that were 
in Jerusalem before me; 

8 I gathered me also silver and 
gold, and tho peculiar treasure of 
kings and of the provinces; I gat 
me men singers and women singers, 
and tho delights of the sons of men, 
ns musical instruments, and that of 
all sorts. 

9 So I was great, and increased 
more than all that were before me in 
Joruealem: also ly wisdom remained 
with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes de¬ 
sired I kept not from them, I withheld 
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not my heart from any Joy; for my 
heart rejoiced in all py labour; and 
this was my portion of all my labour. 

11 Then I looked on all the works 
that my hands had wrought, and on 
the labour tbat I had laboured to do; 
and, behold, all was vanity and vexa¬ 
tion of spirit, and there w&s no profit 
under the son. 

12 And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly; for 
what can the man do that comcth after 
the king? even that which hath been 
already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excel- 
leth folly, as far as light excelleth 
darkness. 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his 
head; but the fool walkcth in dark¬ 
ness; and I myself perceived also 
that one event happeneth to them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it happeneth 
even to me; and why was I then 
more wise? Then I said in my heart, 
that this also is vanity. 

10 For there is no remembrance of 
the wise more than of the fool for 
ever; seeing that which now is in the 
days to come shall all be forgotten. 
And how dieth the wise man? as the 
fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; becanse 
the work that is wrought under the 
sun is grievous unto me: for all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

18 Yoa, I hated all my labour which 
I had taken nnder the sun, because I 
shonld leave it unto tho man that 
shall be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 
shall be a wise man or a fool? yet 
shall he have rule over all my labour 
wherein I have laboured, and wherein 
I have showed myself wise under the 
sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
which I took under the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose labour 
is in wisdom, and in knowledge, and 
in equity; yet to a man that hath not 
laboured therein shall he leave it for 
his portion. This also is vanity and 
a great evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his 
labour, and of the vexation of his 
'heart, wherein he hath laboured under 
the son? 


23 For all his days are sorrows, 
and his travail grief; yea, his heart 
taketh not rest in the night. This is 
also vanity. 

24 There is nothing better for a 
man, than that he should eat and 
drink, and that he sbonld mako his 
sonl enjoy good in his labour. This 
also I saw, that it was from the hand 
of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else can 
hasten hereunto, more than I? 

20 For God giveth to a man that 
is good in his sight, wisdom, aDd 
knowledge, and joy; but to the sin¬ 
ner he givelh travail, to gather and 
to heap np, that he may give to him 
that is good before God. This also 
is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

CHAPTER III. 

Xcccssary change of timet — Excellency in 
God’s works. 

0 every thing there is a season, 
and a time to every purpose 
under heaven: 

2 A time to be born, and a time to 
die; a time to plant, and a time to 
plnck up that which is planted; 

3 A time to kill, and a time to heal; 
a time to break down, and a time to 
build up; 

4 A time to weep, and a time to 
laugh; a time to mourn, and a time to 
dance; 

5 A time to oast away stones, and 
a time to gather stones together; a 
timo to embrace, and a time to refrain 
from embracing; 

6 A time to get, and a time to lose; a 
time to keep, and a time to cast away; 

7 A time to rend, aod a time to sew; 
a time to keep silence, and a time to 
speak; 

8 A time to love, and a time to hate; 
a time of war, and a time of peace. 

9 What profit hath ho that worketh 
in that wherein he labonreth? 

10 I have seen the travail, which 
God hath given to the sons of men to 
be exercised in it. 

11 He hath made every thing 
beautiful in his time; also he hath 
set the world in their heart, so that 
no man can find oat the work that 
God maketh from the beginning to 
the end. 

12 I know that there is no good In 
them, but for a man to rejoice, and 
to do good in his life. 
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13 And alio that every man should 
eat and drink, and enjoy the good of 
all his labour, it is the gift of God. 

14 I know that, whatBoevor God 
docth, it shall he for over; nothing 
jun bo put to it, nor any thing taken 
from it; and God dooth it, that men 
should fear beforo him. 

15 That which hath been is now; 
and that which is to be hath already 
been, and God requiroth that whioh 
it past. 

10 And moreover 1 saw under the 
sun the place of judgment, that 
wickedness was thero; and the place 
of righteousness, that iniquity wa9 
there. 

17 I said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the wioked; 
for there is a time there for every 
purpose and for overy work. 

18 I said in mine heart oonoorning 
the estates of the sons of men, that 
God might manifest them, and that 
they might seo that they thomaolves 
are beasts. 

19 For that whioh befalleth tho sons 
of men befalleth beasts; even one 
thing befalleth them; as the one 
dieth, so dieth the other; yea, they 
have all one breath; bo that a man 
hath no pre-eminenoe abovo a beast; 
for nil is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place; all are of 
the dust, and all turn to dust again. 

21 Who knoweth tbo spirit of man 
that gooth upward, and the spirit of 
tho bcaBt that gooth downward to the 
earth ? 

22 Whoieforo I perceive that thoro 
is nothing better, than that a man 
should rejoioo in his own works; for 
(hat is his portion; for who shall 
bring him to see what shall bo after 
him ? 

CHAPTER IV. 

lenity it increased by oppression , entry, 
idleness, covetousness, solitariness, and by 
wilfulness. 

0 I returned, and considered all 
tho oppressions that are done 
undor the sun; and behold the tears 
of suob as were oppressed, and they 
had no eomforter; and on the Bide of 
their oppressors there was power; but 
they had no oomforter. 

2 Wherefore I praised the doad 
whioh are already dead, more than 
the living, whioh are yet alivo. 
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3 Yea, better is he than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath 
not seen the evil work that is done 
under(he sun. 

4 Again, I considcrod all travail, 
and every right work, that for this a 
man is envied of his neighbour. This 
is also vanity and vexation of spirit. 

5 The fool foldoth his hands to¬ 
gether, and eateth his own flesh. 

6 Better is a handful with quietness, 
than both the hands full with travail 
and vexation of spirit. 

7 Then I returned, and I saw vanity 
under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is 
not a second; yea, he hath neither 
ohild nor brother; yet is there no end 
of all his labour; neither is his eye 
satisfied with riches; neither saith 
ho, For whom do I labour, and be- 
roave my soul of good ? This is also 
vanity, yoa, it is a sore travail. 

9 Two are bettor than one; be- 
o&use they have a good reward for 
their labour. 

10 For if they fall, the one will lift 
up his fellow; but woe to him that is 
alone when he falleth; for he hath 
not another to help him up. 

11 Again, if two lie together, then 
they have heat; but how oan one he 
warm alono ? 

12 And if one prevail against me, 
two shall withstand him; and a 
threefold cord is not quiakly broken. 

13 Better is a poor and a wise ohild, 
than an old aod foolish king, who 
will no more be admonished. 

14 For out of prison he oometh to 
roign; whereas also he that is bom 
in his kingdom becometh poor. 

15 I considered all tho living whioh 
walk under the snn, with the seoond 
ohild that shall stand up in his stead. 

16 There is no end of all the peo¬ 
ple, even of all that have been before 
them; they also that oome after shall 
not rojoioe in him. Suroly this also 
is vanity and vexation of spirit. 

CHAPTER V. 

Vanities in divine service— Murmuring and 
riches. 

EBP thy foot whon thou goest 
to tho house of God, and be 
more ready to hear, than to give the 
saorifice of fools; for they ooneider 
not that they do evil. 

2 Bo not rash with thy month, and 
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let not thine heart bo hasty to utter 
any thing before God ; for God is in 
heaven, and thou upon earth; there¬ 
fore let thy words be few. 

3 For a dream oomelh through the 
multitude of business; and a fool’s 
voice ia known by multitude of words. 

4 When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for ho hath 
no pleasure in fools; pay that which 
thou hast vowed. 

5 Better ia it that thou shouldcet not 
vow, than that thou shouldest vow 
and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy 
flesh to ein; neither eay thou before 
the angel, that it was an error; 
wherefore shonld God he angry at thy 
voice, and destroy the work of thine 
hands ? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams 
and many words thore are also divers 
vanities; but fear thou God. 

8 If thou seeBt the oppression of 
tho poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and justice in a province, 
marvel not at the matter ; for he that 
is highor than the highest regardeth ; 
and there he higher than they. 

9 Moreover the profit of the earth 
is for all; the king himself is served 
by the field. 

10 He that loveth silver shall not 
be satisfied with silver; nor he that 
loveth abundance with increase; this 
is also vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they are 
increased that eat them; and what 
good is there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with 
their eyes ? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man is 
sweet, whether ho eat littlo or much; 
but the abundance of tho rich will 
not suffer him to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which I havo 
seen nnder the sun, namely, riohes 
kept for the owners thereof to their 
hurt. 

14 But those riches porish by ovil 
travail; and ho begetteth a son, and 
there is nothing in his hand. 

15 As he oame forth of his mother’s 
womb, naked shall he return to go as 
he oame, and shall take nothing of 
his labour, which ho may oarry away 
in his hand. 

16 And this also is a sore evil, that 
in all points as he came, so shall he i 


go; and what profit hath he that 
hath laboured for the wind? 

17 All his days also he cateth in 
darkness, and he hath much sorrow 
and wrath with his sickness. 

18 Behold that which I have seen; 
it is good and comely for one to eat 
and to drink, and to enjoy the good 
of all his labour that he taketh under 
the sun all the days of his life, 
which God giveth him; for it is hi* 
portion. 

19 Every man also to whom God 
hath given riches and wealth, and 
hath.given him power to eat thereof, 
and to take his portion, and to rejoice 
in hie labour ; tnis is the gift of God. 

20 For he shall not much remember 
the days of his life; because God an- 
swereth him in the joy of his heart. 

CHAPTER VI. 

77 u vanity of riches— The conclusion of 
vanities. 

HERE is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men; 

2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, so lhai 
he wanteth nothing for his soul of 
all that he desireth, yet God giveth 
him not power to eat thereof, but a 
stranger eatelh it; this is vanity, and 
it is an evil disease. 

3 If a man beget a hundred chil 
dren, and live many years, so that the 
days of his years be many, and hi5 
soul be not filled with good, and also 
that he have no burial; I say, that 
an untimely birth is better than he. 

4 For ho oorneth in with vanity, 
and departeth in darkness, and his 
name snail be covered jgj£h darkness. 

5 Moreover he hath not^een the 
sun, nor known any thing; this hnth 
more rest than the other. 

6 Tea, though he live a thousand 
years twice told, yet hath he Been no 
good; do not all go to one place? 

7 All the labour of man is for bis 
mouth, and yet the appetite is not 
filled. 

S For what hath the wise more than 
the fool ? what bath the poor, that 
knowoth to walk before the living ? 

9 Bettor is the sight of the eyes than 
the wandering of the desire; this is 
also vanity and vexation of spirit. 

10 That which hath been is named 
i already, and it is known that it ii 
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man ; neither may he ooutcnd with 
him that ia mightier than he. 

11 Seeing tbero be many things 
that iuorease vanity, what is man the 
better? 

12 For who knoweth what is good 
for man in this life, all the days of 
his rain lifo which lie spendelh as a 
shadow? for who can tell a man what 
shall be after him under the sun? 

CUAPTER VII. 

Ktmtdits against vanity—Tfu difficulty of 
gating wisdom. 

GOOD name is better than pre¬ 
cious ointment; and the day of 
death than the day of one’s birth. 

2 It is bettor to go to the houso of 
mourning, than to go to the house of 
feasting ; for that is the end of all 
men; and tbo living will lay it to his 
heart. 

3 Sorrow is better than laughter; 
for by the sadness of the aountonanco 
the heart is made bettor. 

4 The hoart of the wiso is in tho 
house of mourning; but the heart of 
fools is in tbo house of mirth. 

5 It is belter to hoar the rebuke of 
the wise, than for a man to hear the 
song of fools; 

6 For as the orackling of thorns 
under a pot, so is tho laughter of the 
fool; this also is vanity. 

7 Surely oppression maketh a wise 
man mad ; and a gift dostroyeth the 
heart. 

8 Better i6 the ond of a thing than 
the beginning thereof; and tho pa¬ 
tient in spirit is bettor than the proud 
in spirit. 

9 Be not hasty in thy spirit to bo 
angry ; for anger restoth in tho bo¬ 
som of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the oause 
that tho former days were better than 
these? for thou dost not inquire wise¬ 
ly concerning this. 

11 Wisdom is good with an inherit¬ 
ance ; and by it there is profit to them 
that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a dofenoo, and 
money is a defenoo ; but tho exool- 
lenoy of knowledge is, that wisdom 
giveth lifo to them that have it. 

13 Consider tho work of Qod; for 
who can make that straight, which 
he hath made orookod ? 

14 In the day of prosperity be joy¬ 
ful, but in the day of adversity con- 
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eider; Qod also hath set the 'mo over 
agninst tho othor, to the end that man 
should Gml nothing after him. 

15 All things have I seen in the 
days of inv vanity ; there is a just 
man that perisheth in his righteous¬ 
ness, and there is a wicked man that 
prolongoth his life in his wicked¬ 
ness. 

16 Be not righteous over muoh, 
neither make thyself over wise; why 
shouldost thou destroy thyself? 

17 Be not over mach wicked, nei¬ 
ther be thou foolish ; why shouldcst 
thou die before thy time ? 

18 It is good that thou ehouldest 
take hold of this ; yea, also from this 
withdraw not thine hand ; for he that 
feareth Qod shall oome forth of them 
all. 

19 Wisdom strengthened the wise 
more than ten mighty men which are 
in the city. 

20 For therois not a just man upon 
earth, that doeth good, and sinneth 
not. 

21 Also take no heed unto all words 
that are spoken; lest thou hear thy 
sorvant curse thee; 

22 For oftentimes also thine own 
hoart knoweth that thou thyself like¬ 
wise hast cursed others. 

23 All this have I proved hy wis¬ 
dom ; I said, I will be wise; but it 
was far from me. 

24 That which is far off, and ex¬ 
ceeding doep, who can find it out ? 

25 I applied mino heart to know, 
and to search, and to seek oot wis¬ 
dom, and the reason of things, and to 
know the wickedness of folly, even 
of foolishness and madness ; 

26 And I find more bitter than 
death the woman, whose heart is 
snares and nets, and her hands as 
bands; whoso ploasoth Qod shall es- 
oape from her; but the sinner shall 
be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith 
the Preacher, oounting one by one, to 
find out the account; 

28 Whioh yet my sonl seeketh, but 
I find not; one man among a thou¬ 
sand have I found; but a woman 
among all those havo I not found. 

29 Lo, this only have I found, that 
Qod hath made man upright; but 
they have sought out many inven¬ 
tions. 
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CHAPTER vm. 

Kings to be respected—Divine providence to 
be observed. 

flO is as the wise man? and 
who knowcth the interpreta¬ 
tion of a thing? a man’s wisdom 
maketh his faoe to shine, and the 
boldness of his face Bhall be changed. 

2 I counsel thee to keep the king's 
commandment, and that in regard of 
the oath of Qod. 

3 Be not hasty to go oat of his sight; 
stand not in an evil thing; for he 
doeth whatsoever plcaselh him. 

4 Where the word of a king is, there 
is power; and who may say unto him, 
What doest thou ? 

5 Whoso keepeth the command- 
moot shall feel no evil thing; and a 
wise man’s heart discerneth both time 
and judgment. 

6 Because to every purpose there 
is time and judgment, therefore the 
misery of man is great upon him. 

7 For he knoweth not that which 
shall be; for who oan tell him when 
it shall be ? 

8 There is no man that hath power 
over the spirit to retain the spirit; 
neither hath he power in the day of 
death ; and there is no discharge in 
that war; neither shall wickedness 
deliver those that are given Lo it. 

9 All thiB have I seen, and applied 
my heart unto every work that is 
done under the sun; there is a time 
wherein one man ruleth over another 
lo his own hurt. 

10 And so I saw the wicked buried, 
who had oome and gone from the 
plaae of the holy, and they were for¬ 
gotten in the oity where they had so 
done; this is also vanity. 

11 Beeanso scnlenoo against an evil 
work is not exeouted speedily, there¬ 
fore the heart of the sons of men is 
fully set in them to do evil. 

12 Though a sinner do ovil a hun¬ 
dred times, and his days be prolong¬ 
ed, yet surely I know that it shall be 
well with them that fear Qod, which 
fear before him; 

13 But it shall not be well with the 
wioked, neither shall he prolong his 
days, which are as a shadow; be¬ 
cause he fearcth not before Qod. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth; that there bo just 
mon, unto whom it happenoth ao- 


cording to the work of the wioked ; 
again, there be wicked men, to whom 
it happeneth according to the work 
of the righteous; 1 said that this also 
is vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, be¬ 
cause a man hath no better thing 
under the sun, than to eat, and to 
drink, and to be merry ; for that shall 
abide with him of his labour the days 
of hia life, which God givelh hi a. 
under the sun. 

16 When I applied mine heart to 
know wisdom, and to see the business 
that is done upon the earth ; (for aUo 
there is that noither day nor night 
eceth sleep with his eyes;) 

17 Then I beheld all the work of 
Qod, that a man cannot find out the 
work that is done under the sun ; be¬ 
cause though a man labour to seek it 
out, yet he shall not find it; yea 
further; though a wise man think to 
know it, yet shall he not be able to 
find^it. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Like things happen to all — God's providence 
rulelh over all—Wisdom it belter than 
strength. 

OR all this I considered in my 
heart even to declare all this, 
that the righteous, and the wise, and 
their works, are in the hand of Qod; 
no man knowcth either love or hatred 
by all that is before them. 

2 All things come alike to all; there 
is one event to the righteous, and to 
the wicked; to the good and to the 
clean, and to the unclean ; to him 
that sacriliceth, and to him that eao- 
rifiocth not; as is the good, so is the 
sinner; and he that sweareth, as be 
that fearoth an oath. 

3 This is an evil among all things 
that are done under the sun, that 
there is one event unto all; yea, also 
the heart of the sons of men is full cf 
ovil, and madness is in their heart 
while they livo, and after that they 
go to the dead. 

4 For to him that is joined to all 
tho living there is hope; for a living 
dog is hatter than a dead lion. 

5 For the living know that they 
shall dio ; but the dead know not any 
thing, neither have they any more a 
reward; for the memory of them if 
forgotren. 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, 
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iod their envy, ia dow perished; 
□either have they any more a por¬ 
tion for ever in anything that is done 
ander the son. 

7 Go thy way, cat thy bread with joy, 
and drink thy wine with a merry heart; 
for God now acoeptoth thy works. 

8 Let tby garments be always white; 
and let tby head lack no ointment. 

9 Live joyfully with the wife whom 
thou lovost all the days of the lifo of 
thy vanity, which he hath given thee 
ander the sun, all the days of thy 
vanity ; for that is thy portion in this 
life, and in thy labour which thou 
lakest under the sun. 

10 Whatsoever tby hand lindeth to 
do, do it witn thy might; for there 
is no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wisdom, in the grave, whither 
thou goest. 

11 I returned, and saw nndcr the 
sun, that the race is not to the swift, 
nor the battle to the strong, neither 
yet bread to tbc wise, nor yot riches 
to men of understanding, nor yet 
favour to men of skill ; but time and 
chance happeneth to them all. 

12 For mau also knoweth not his 
time; as the fishes that are taken in 
nu evil net, and as the birds that are 
caught in the snuro ; so are the Bons 
of men snared in an evil time, when 
it falloth suddenly upon them. 

13 This wisdom have I seen also 
undor tho sun, And it seemed great 
unto me; 

14 Thero was a little city, and few 
men within it; nod there came a 
groat king against it, and besieged it, 
and built great bulwarks against it. 

15 Now there was found in it a poor 
wise man, and ho by hiB wisdom de¬ 
livered the oity; yet no man re¬ 
membered that same poor man. 

16 Then said I, Wisdom is bettor 
than strength; nevertheless the poor 
man’s wisdom is despised, and his 
words are not hoard. 

17 The words of wise men are hoard 
in quiet more than the ory of him 
that ruleth among fools. 

18 Wisdom is better than weapons 
of war; but one sinner destroyoth 
much good. 

CHAPTER X. 

Of wisdom and folly. 

EAD flies oause the ointmont of 
the apothecary to send forth a 
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stinking savour; so doth a little folly 
him that is in reputation for wisdom 
and honour. 

2 A wise man’s heart is at his right 
hand ; but a fool’s heart at his left. 

3 Yea also, whoa he that is a fool 
walketh by the way, his wisdom fail- 
eth him, and he aaith to every one 
that he is a fool. 

4 If the spirit of the rnler rise up 
against thee, leave not thy place; for 
yielding paoifieth great offences. 

5 There is an evil whioh I have seen 
under the bud, as an error which pro- 
cecdeth from the ruler; 

6 Folly is Bet in great dignity, and 
the rich sit in low plaoe. 

7 I have seen servants upon horses, 
and princes walking as servants upon 
the earth. 

8 He that diggeth a pit shall fall 
into it; and whoso breaketh a hedge, 
a serpent shall bite him. 

9 Whoso removoth stones shall bo 
hurt tberowith; and he that oleaveth 
wood shall be endangered therehy. 

10 If the iron be blunt, and he do 
not whet the edge, then must he pul 
to more strength; but wisdom is 
profitable to direct. 

11 Surely the serpent will bite with¬ 
out enchantment; and a babbler is 
no better. 

12 The words of a wise man’s mouth 
are gracious; but the lips of a fool 
will swallow up himself. 

13 The beginning of the words of 
his mouth is foolishness; and the end 
of his talk is mischievous mad¬ 
ness. 

14 A fool also is full of words; a 
man cannot tell what shall be; and 
what shall he after him, who can tell 
him 7 

15 The labour of the foolish wearieth 
every odc of them, because he know¬ 
eth not how to go to the oity. 

16 Woo to thee, 0 land, when thy 
king is a child, and thy princes eat 
in the morning! 

17 Blessed art thou, 0 land, when 
tby king is the son of nobleB, and 
thy prinooe eat in due season, for 
strength, and not for drunkenness 1 

10 By much slotbfulness the build¬ 
ing deoayeth; and through idleness 
of the hands the house droppoth 
through. 

19 A feast is made for laughter, and 
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wine makcth merry ; but money 
anewerelh all things. 

20 Curse not the king, no not in thy 
thought; and curse not the rich in 
tby bed-chamber; for a bird of the 
air ehall carry the voice, and that 
whioh hath wings shall tell the matter. 

CHAPTER XI. 

CJtarity — Death—Day of judgment. 
AST thy bread upon the waters; 
for thou ehall find it after many 
days. 

2 Give a portion to seven, and also 
to eight; for thou knowesl not what 
evil ehall be upon the earth. 

3 If the clouds be full of rain, they 
empty themselves upon the earth; 
and if the tree fall toward the south, 
or toward the north, in the place 
where the tree falleth, there ilshall be. 

4 He that observeth the wind shall 
not sow; and he that regardeth the 
olouds shall not reap. 

5 As thou knowest not what is the 
way of the spirit, nor how the bones 
do grow in the womb of her that is 
with child; even so thou knowest not 
the works of God who makcth all. 

6 In the morning sow thy seed, and 
in the evening withhold not thiue 
hand; for thou knowest not whether 
shall prosper, either Ibis or that, or 
whether they both shall be alike good. 

7 Truly the light is sweet, and a 
leasanl thing it is for the eyes to 
ehold the aun ; 

8 But if a man live many years, 
and rejoice in them all; yet let him 
remember the days of darkness; for 
they shall be many. All that cometh 
is vanity. 

9 Rejoice, 0 young man, in thy 
youth; and let thy heart cheer theo 
in the days of thy youth, and walk 
in the ways of Ihine heart, and in the 
sight of thine eyes; but know thou, 
that for all these things God will 
bring tbee into judgment. 

10 Therefore remove Borrow from 
thy heart, and put away evil from thy 
flesh ; for ohildhood and youth are 
vanity. 

CHAPTER XII. 

The Creator to be remembered—The fear of 
Ood the chief antidote of vanity. 
EMEMBER now thy Creator in 
the days of thy youth, while tho 
evil days oome not, nor tho years 


draw nigh, when thou ebalt say, I 
hare no pleasure in them ; 

2 While Ihe sun, or the light, or tho 
moon, or the stars, be Dot darkened, 
nor the clouds return after the rain ; 

3 In the day when the keepers of 
the house shall tremble, and the 
stroug men shall bow themselves, and 
the grinders cease because they are 
few, and those that look out of tbe 
windows be darkened. 

4 And the doors shall be ehat in the 
streets, when the sound of the grind¬ 
ing is low, and ho shall rise up nl 
the voice of the bird, and all the 
daughters of music shall be brought 
low; 

5 Also when they shall be afraid ol 
that which is high, and fears shall bo 
in the way, and the almond tree shall 
flourish, and the grasshopper shall be 
a burden, and desire shall fail ; bo 
cause man goeth to his long home, 
and the mourners go about the streets: 

6 Or ever tbe silver cord be loosed, 
or the golden bowl be broken, or the 
pitcher be broken at the fountain, or 
the wheel broken at tbe cistern. 

7 Then shall the dust return to tho 
earth as it was ; and the spirit shall 
return unto God who gave it. 

8 Vanity of vanities, saith lb.- 
Preacher; all is vanity. 

9 And moreover, because lb. 
Preacher was wise, he still taught tin* 

eople knowledge; yea, he gave good 
ced, and sought out, and ect in order 
many proverbs. 

10 Tbe Preacher sought to find our 
acceptable words; and that which 
was written was upright, even word# 
of truth. 

11 The words of the wise are a* 
goads, and as nails fastened by the 
mosters of assemblies, which are given 
from one shepherd. 

12 And further, hy these, my ion. 
be admonished; of making many 
hooks there is no end; and much 
study is a weariness of the flesh. 

13 Let us bear the conclusion of tbe 
whole matter; Fear God, and keep 
his commandments; for this is the 
whole duty of man. 

14 For God shall bring every work 
into judgment, with every secret 
thing, whether it be good, or whether 
it be evil. 





THE BOOK OF THE 

CHAPTER 1. 

Judah't rebellion — Promise* and threaten¬ 
ing i. 

HE vision of Isaiah tho bod of 
Amoz, which he aaw ooaoerning 
Jadah and Jerusalem in the days of 
Uzziah, Jotharn, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
kings of Judah. . 

2 Hoar, 0 heavens, and give ear, 
0 earth ; for the Lord hath spoken; 

I have nourished and brought up 
children, and they have rebelled 
against me. 

3 The ox knoweth his owner, and tho 
ass his master's orib; but Israel doth 
not know, my peopiodoth notoonsidor. 1 

4 Ah sinful nation, a people laden 
with iniquity, a seed of evil-doors, 
ohildron that are oorrupters; they 
have forsaken the Lord, they have 
provoked the Holy One of Israel 
unto anger, they are gone away back¬ 
ward. 

5 Why should ye be strioken any 
more? ye will revolt more and more; 
me wholo head is siok, and the whole 
heart faint. 

0 From the sole of the foot even 
unto the head there is no soundness 
in it; but wounds, and bruises, and 
putrifying sores; thoy have not been 
closed, neither bound up, neither 
mollified with ointment. 

7 Your country is desolate, your 
cities are burned with fire ; your land, 
strangers devour it in your presence, 
and it is desolate, as overthrown by 
Btmngers. 

8 And the daughter of Zion is left 
zb a cottngo in a vineyard, ns a lodge 
iik a garden of cueumbere, as a be¬ 
sieged oily. 

9 Except Llio Lord of hosts had 
left unlo us a rery small remnant, 
we should have been aa Sodom, and 
we should have been like unto Go¬ 
morrah. 

10 Hear the word of the Lord, yo 
rulors of Sodom; givo ear unto the law 
of our God, ye people of Gomorruh. 

11 To what purpose is tho multitude 
of your saorifics unto me? sailh tbc 
TiOrd; I am full of tho burnt offerings 
of ruins, and the fat of fed beasts ; 
and I delight not in the blood of bul- 
'ooks, or of lambs, or of he goats. 
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12 When ye oome to appear before 
me, who hath required this at your 
hand, to tread my courts ? 

13 Bring no more vain oblations: in¬ 
cense is an abomination unto me; the 
new moona and sabbaths, the oalling 
of assemblies, I oannot away with; it 
is iniquity, even the solemn meeting. 

14 Your new moons and your ap¬ 
pointed feasts my soul hateth; they 
are a trouble unto me; I am weary 
to bear them. 

15 And when ye spread forth your 
hands, I will hide mine eyes from 
you; yea, when ye make many pray¬ 
ers, I will not hear; your hands are 
full of blood. 

16 Wash ye, make you clean; pat 
away tho evil of your doings from 
before mine eyes ; ooase to do evil; 

17 Learn to do well; seek judgment, 
relievo the opprossed, judge the 
fatherless, plead for the widow. 

18 Como now, and let us reason 
together, saith the Lord; though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall be 
as white as snow ; though they be red 
like crimson, they Bhall be as wool. 

19 If ye he willing and obedient, 
yc shall eat the good of the land; 

20 But if ye refuse and rebel, ye 
shall be devoured with the sword; 
for tho mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken it. 

21 How is tho faithful city become 
a harlot! it was full of judgment; 
righteousness lodged in it; but now 
murderers. 

22 Tby silver is become dross, thy 
wine mixed with water; 

23 Thy princos are rebellious, and 
companions of thieves; every one 
loveth gifts, and folio wet h after re¬ 
wards ; they judge not the fatherless, 
neither doth the cause of the widow 
come unto them. 

24 Therefore suilh the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts, (ho Mighty One of 
Israel, Ah, I will ease me of mine 
adversaries, and avenge me of mine 
enemies. 

25 And T will turn my hand upon 
thee, and purely purge away thy 
dross, and take away all thy tin; 

20 And I will restore thy judges 
as at tho first, and thy oounsollors as 
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at the beginning; afterward thou 
■halt be called, The city of righteous¬ 
ness, the faithful city. 

27 Zion shall be redeemed with 
judgment, and her converts with 
righteousness. 

28 And the destruction of the trans¬ 
gressors &Dd of the sinners shall be 
together, and they that forsake the 
Lord shall bo consumed. 

29 For they shall bo ashamed of the 
oaks which ye have desired, and ye 
shall be confounded for the gardens 
that ye have chosen. 

30 For ye shall be as an oak whose 
leaf fadeth, and as a garden that hath 
no water. 

31 And the strong shall be as tow, 
and the maker of it as a spark, and 
they shall both burn together, and 
none shall quench them. 

CHAPTER II. 

The coming of Cftrisft kingdom—Effects of 
Gt-xTi majesty. 

HE word that Isaiah the eon of 
Amoz saw concerning Judah and 
Jerusalem. 

2 And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, when the mountain of the 
Lord's house shall be established in 
the top of the mountains, and shall 
be exalted above the hills, and all 
nations Bhall flow unto it; 

3 And many people shall go and 
say, Come ye, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord, to the house 
of the God of Jacob; and he will 
teach us of his ways, and we will 
walk in his paths; for out of Zion 
shall go forth the law, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem; 

4 And he shall judge among the 
nations, and shall rebuke many peo¬ 
ple; and they shall beat their swords 
into ploughshares, and their spears 
into pruning-hooks; nation shall not 
lift up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more. 

5 0 house of Jacob, come ye, and let 
us walk in the light of the Lord ; yea, 
come, for ye have all gone astray, 
every one to his own wicked ways. 

6 Therefore, 0 Lord, thou hast for¬ 
saken thy people the house of Jacob, 
because they be replenished from tho 
east, and hearken unto soothsayers 
like the Philistines, and they please 
themselves in the ohildren of stran¬ 
gers. 


7 Their land also is full of silver 
and gold, neither is there any end of 
their treasures; their land is also full 
of horscB, neither is there any end of 
their chariots; 

8 Their land also is full of idols; 
they worship the work of their own 
hands, that which their own Angers 
have made. 

9 And the mean man boweth not 
down, and the great man humhleth 
himself not; therefore forgive him not. 

10 0 ye wicked ones, enter into the 
rock, and hide ye in the dust; for the 
fear of the Lord and his majesty 
shall smite thee. 

11 And it shall come to pasB that 
the lofty looks of man shall he hum¬ 
bled, and the haughtiness of mao 
shall be bowed down, and the Lord 
alone shall be exalted in that day. 

12 For the day of the Lord of hosts 
soon comcth upon all nations; yea, 
upon every one; yea, upon the proud 
and lofty, and upon every one who is 
lifted up, and he shall be brought low. 

13 Yea, and the day of the Lord 
shall come upon all the cedars of Le¬ 
banon, for they are high and lifted 
up ; and upon all the oaks of Bashan ; 

14 And upon all the high moun 
tains, and upon all the hills, and upon 
all the nations which are lifted up ; 

15 And upon every people, and 
upon every high tower, and upon 
every fenced wall, 

16 And upon ail the ships of the 
sea, and upon all the ships of Tarsh 
ish, and upon all pleasant pictures. 

17 And the loftiness of man shall bo 
bowed down, and the haughtiness of 
men shall be made low ; and the Lord 
alono shall be exalted in that day. 

18 And the idols he shall utterly 
abolish. 

19 And they shall go into the holes 
of the rooks, and into the oaves of 
the earth, for the fear of the Lord shall 
come upon them, and the glory of his 
majesty shall smile them, when be 
ariseth to shake terribly the earth. 

20 In that day a man shall cast his 
idols of silver, and his idols of gold, 
which he hath made for himself to 
worship, to the moles and to the bats; 

21 To go into tho clefts of the rocks, 
anil into the tops of tho ragged rocks, 
for Lhe fear of the Lord shall come 
upon them, and the majesty of th» 
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Lord shall smite them, when he aria* 
eth to shake terribly the earth. 

22 Cease ye from man, whose breath 
la in hie nostrilB ; for wherein is ho to 
be accounted of? 

CHAPTER IIL 

TV sin >f the people — The oppression of the 
rater* — V\e judgment* for pride, 

OK. behold, the Lord, the Lord 
of hosts, doth take away from 
Jerusalem and from Judah the stay 
and tlio staff, the whole staff of bread, 
and the whole stay of water, 

2 Tho mighty man, and the man of 
war, tho judge, and the prophet, and 
the prudent, and tho ancient, 

3 Tbe captain of fifty, and the hon¬ 
ourable man, and the counsellor, and 
the ounning artificer, and the elo¬ 
quent orator. 

4 And I will give children unto 
them to be their prinoos, and babes 
shall rule over them. 

5 And tbo people shall be oppressed, 
every one by another, and overy one 
by his neighbour ; the child shall be¬ 
have himsolf proudly against the an¬ 
cient, and the base against tbe hon¬ 
ourable. 

0 When a man shall take hold of 
bis brother of the honBe of his father, 
and say, Thou hast clothing, be thon 
our ruler, and lot not this ruin oomo 
under thy hand; 

7 In that day shall he Bwear, say¬ 
ing, I will not be a healer; for in my 
houso there is neither bread nor 
clothing; make me not a ruler of the 
people. 

8 For Jernsalem is ruined, and Ju¬ 
dah is fallen ; because their tongues 
and their doings have been against 
tho Lord, to provoko the eyes of hie 
glory, 

0 The show of thoir countenance 
doth witness against them; and doth 
deolare their Bin to be even as Sodom, 
they oannot hide it. Woo unto their 
soqIb ! for they have rewarded evil 
unti) themselves. 

10 Say nnto the righteous, that It is 
well with them ; for they shall eat the 
fruit of their doings. 

11 Woe unto the wioked! for they 
shall perish ; for the reward of their 
hands shall be apon them. 

12 And as for my people, ohildren 
are their oppressors, and women rule 
over them. 0 my peoplo, they who 


load thee cause thee to err, and da* 
stroy the way of thy paths. 

13 The Lord standeth up to plead, 
and standeth to judge the people. 

14 The Lord will enter into judg¬ 
ment with the ancients of his people, 
and the princes thereof; for ye have 
eaten up the vineyard; and the spoil 
of the poor is in your bouses. 

15 Wnat mean ye? ye beat my 
people to pieces, and grind the faces 
of the poor, eaith the Lord God of hosts. 

16 Moreover tbe Lord eaith, Be¬ 
cause the daughters of Zion are 
haughty, and walk with strelched- 
fortb necks and wanton eyes, walk¬ 
ing and mincing as they go, and 
making a tinkling with their feet; 

17 Therefore the Lord will smite 
with a scab the crown of the head of 
the daughters of Zion, and the Lord 
will discover their secret parts. 

18 In that day tho Lord will take 
away the bravery of tinkling orna¬ 
ments, and oauls, and round tires 
like the moon, 

19 Tho chains, and the bracelets, 
and the mufflers, 

20 Tho bonnets, and the ornaments 
of the legs, and the head-bands, and 
tho tablets, and the ear-rings, 

21 The rings, and nose-jewels, 

22 The changeable suits of apparel, 
and the mantles, and the wimples, 
and tho crisping pine, 

23 The glasses, and the fine linen, 
and the hoods, and the veils. 

24 And it shall come to pass, in¬ 
stead of swoet smell there shall be 
stink ; and instead of a girdle a rent; 
and instead of well-set hair baldness; 
and instead of a stomacher a gird¬ 
ing of sackcloth ; burning instead of 
beauty. 

25 Thy men shall fall hy the sword, 
and thy mighty in the war. 

20 And her gates shall lament and 
mourn; and she shall be desolate, 
and shall sit upon the ground. 

27 And in that day seven women 
shall take bold of one man, Baying, 
We will cAt our own bread, and wear 
our own apparel; only let us be 
called by thy name, to take away our 
reproach. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The glory of Zion and Jerusalem. 

N that day shall the branch of the 
Lord be beautiful and glorious. 
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and the Trait of the earth, excellent 
sod oomely to them that are eeoaped 
of Israel, 

2 And it shall come to pass, they 
that are left in Zion, and they that 
remain in Jerusalem, shall be called 
holy, even every one that is written 
among the living in Jerusalem ; 

3 When the Lord shall have washed 
away the filth of the daughters of 
Zion, and shall have purged the hlood 
of Jerusalem from the midst thoreof 
by the spirit of judgment, and by the 
spirit of burning. 

4 And the Lord will create upon 
every dwelling-place of mount Zion, 
and upon her assemblies, a cloud and 
smoke by day, and the shining of a 
darning flro by night; for upon all 
tho glory of Zion shall be a defence. 

5 And there shall be a tabernacle 
for a shadow in the daytime from the 
heat, and for a place of refuge, and 
for a covert from storm and from rain. 

CHAPTER V. 

T)u parable of-a vineyard—Judgmenlt upon 
jin* — The ensign. 

ND then will I sing to my well- 
beloved a song of my beloved 
touohing his vineyard. My well-be¬ 
loved hath a vineyard in a very fruit¬ 
ful hill; 

2 And he fenoed it, and gathered 
out the stones thereof, and planted it 
with the choicest vine, and built a 
tower in the midst of it, and also made 
a winepress therein; and he looked 
that it should hring forth grapeB, and 
it brought forth wild grapes. 

3 And now, 0 inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, and men of Judah, judge, I 
pray you, betwixt mo and my vine¬ 
yard. 

4 What oould have been done more 
to my vineyard, that I have not done 
in it? wherefore, whon I looked that 
it should bring forth grapes, it 
brought forth wild grapes. 

5 And now go to; I will tell you 
what I will do to my vinoyard; I will 
take away the hedge thereof, and it 
shall be eaten up; and I will break 
down the wall thereof, and it shall 
be trodden down ; 

6 And I will lay it waste; it shall 
not be pruned, nor digged; but there 
shall oome up briers and thorns; I 
will also oommand the clouds that 
they rain no rain upon it. 


7 For tho vineyard of the Lord of 
hosts is tho house of Israel, and the 
men of Judah his pleasant plant; and 
he looked for judgment, and behold 
oppression; for righteousness, but 
behold a cry. 

8 Woe unto them that join house to 
house, that lay field to field, till there 
can be no place, that they may be 
placed alone in the midst of the 
earth! 

9 In mine ears said the Lord of 
hosts, Of a truth many houses shall 
he desolate, and great and fair cities 
without inhabitant. 

10 Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall 
yield one bath, and the seed of • 
homer shall yield an ephah. 

11 Woe unto them that rise up early 
in tbc morning, that they may follow 
strong drink; that continue until 
night, and wine inflame them! 

12 And the harp and the viol, the 
tabret and pipe, and wine, are in 
their feasts; but they regard not the 
work of the Lord, ueither consider the 
operation of his hands. 

13 Therefore my people are gono 
into captivity, because they have no 
knowledge; and their honourable 
men are famished, and their multi¬ 
tude dried up with thirst. 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged her¬ 
self, and opened her month without 
measure; aod their glory, and their 
multitude, and their pomp, and he 
that rcjoiceth, shall descend into it. 

15 And the mean man shall be 
brought down, and the mighty man 
shall be humbled, and the eyes of the 
lofty shall be humbled ; 

16 Out the Lord of hosts shall be 
exalted in judgment, and God that 
is holy shall be sanotified in right¬ 
eousness. 

17 Then shall the lambs feed after 
their manner, and the waste places 
of the fat ones shall strangers eat. 

18 Woe unto them that draw in¬ 
iquity with cords of vanity, and 9>n 
as it were with a cart rope ; 

19 That sny, Let him make speed, 
and hasten his work, that we may 
see it; and let tho counsel of the 
Holy One of Israel draw nigh and 
come, that wo may know it! 

20 Woe unto them that oall evil 
good, and good evil; that put dark¬ 
ness for light, and light for darkness; 
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that pat hitter for sweet, and sweet 
for bitter I 

21 Woe unto the wise in their own 
eyes, and prudent in their own sight! 

22 Woe unto the mighty to drink 
wine, and roen of strength to mingle 
strong drink; 

23 Which justify the wicked for To¬ 
ward, and take away the righteous¬ 
ness of the righteous from him! 

24 Therefore as the fire devourelh 
(ho stubble, and the flame consumelh 
the chaff, so their root shall be a9 
rottennoss, and their blossom shall go 
up as dust; because they have cast 
away the law of the Lord of hosts, 
and despised the word of the Holy 
One of Israel. 

25 Therefore is the anger of the 
Lord kindled against his people, and 
be bath stretched forth his hand 
against them, and hath smitten them; 
and the hills did tremble, and their 
carcasses were torn in the midst of 
tho streets. For all this his anger is 
not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

26 And he will lift up an ensign to 
the nations from far, find will hiss 
unto thorn from the end of the earth ; 
and, behold, they shall come with 
speed swifLly; 

27 None shall be weary nor stumhle 
among thorn ; none shall slumher nor 
sleep ; neither shall the girdle of their 
loins be loosed, nor the latchet of 
their Bhoes be broken ; 

28 Whose arrows shall be sharp, and 
all their bows bent, and their horses’ 
hoofB shall be counted like flint, and 
their wheels like a whirlwind; their 
roftring shall be like a lion. 

29 They shall roar like young lions; 
yea, they shall roar, and lay hold of 
the prey, and shall oarry away safe, 
and none shall deliver. 

30 And in that day they shall roar 
against them like the roaring of the 
sea; and if they look uuto the land, 
behold darknoss and sorrow; and the 
light it darkened in the heavens 
thereof. 

OHA1TKRVI. 

A virion of the Lord in his glory — Premiss 
to tht remnant. 

N tho yoar that king UzEiah died 
I saw also tho Lord sitting upon 
a throne, high and lifted up, and his 
train filled the tomplo. 
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2 Above it stood the seraphim ; each 
one had six wings; with twain he 
covered his face, and with twain he 
covered his feet, and with twain he 
did fly. 

3 And one cried unto another, and 
said, Holy, holy, holy, is the Lord of 
hosts; the whole earth is full oi his 
glory. 

4 And the posts of the door mo~ed 
at the voice of him that oried, and 
tho house was filled with smoke. 

5 Then said I, Woe is mo ! for lam 
undone; hecause I am a man of an¬ 
dean lips, and I dwell in the midst 
of a people of unolean lips; for mine 
eyes nave seen the King, the Lord of 
hosts. 

6 Then flew one of the seraphim 
unto me, having a live ooal in his 
hand, whioh he had taken with the 
tongs from off the altar; 

7 And he laid it upon my mouth, 
and said, Lo, this has touohed thy 
lips; and thine iniquity is taken 
away, and thy sin purged. 

0 Also I heard the voice of the 
Lord, saying, Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us? Then said I, 
Here am I; send mo. 

9 And he said. Go, and tell this 
people. Hear ye indeed, but they un¬ 
derstood not; and see ye indeed, but 
thoy perceived not. 

10 Make the heart of this people 
fat, and make their ears heavy, and 
shut their eyes; lest they see with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and understand with their hearts, and 
oonvert, and be healed. 

11 Then said I, Lord, how long? 
And he said, Until tho oitieB be 
wasted without inhabitant, and the 
houses without man, and the land be 
utterly desolate, 

12 And the Lord have removed men 
far away, for there shall he a great 
forsaking in the midst of the land. 

13 But yet there shall he a tenth, 
and they shall return, and shall be 
eaten; as a toil tree, and as an oak, 
whoso substance is in them, when 
they cast thoir loaves; so the holy 
seed shall be the substance thereof. 

CHAPTER VII. 

A has comforted by Isaiah — Immanuel 
promised. 

ND it came to pass in the days 
of Ahas the son of Jotham, the 
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ton of Uzziah, king of Judah, that 
Resin the king of Syria, and Pekah 
the eon of Remaliah, king of Israel, 
went up toward Jerusalem to war 
against it, but could not prevail 
against it. 

2 And it was told the house of Da¬ 
vid, saying, Syria is confederate with 
Ephraim. And his heart was moved, 
and the heart of his people, as the 
trees of the jood are moved with the 
wind. 

3 Then said the Lord unto Isaiah, 
Go forth now to meet Ahaz, thou, and 
Shear-jashub thy eon, at the end of 
the conduit of the upper pool, in the 
highway of the fuller’B field; 

4 And say unto him, Take heed, 
and he quiet; fear not, neither be 
faint-hearted for the two tails of these 
smoking firebrands, for the fierce an¬ 
ger of Rezin with Syria, and of the 
son of Remaliah. 

5 Because Syria, Ephraim, and the 
son of Remaliah, nave taken evil 
counsel against thee, saying, 

6 Let us go up against Judah, and 
vex it, and let us make a breach 
therein for us, and set a king in the 
midst of it, yea, the son of Tabcal; 

7 Thus saith the Lord God, It shall 
not stand, neither shall itcome to pass. 

8 For the head of Syria is Damas- 
ous, and the head of Damascus iB 
Rezin; and within three-score and 
five years shall Ephraim be broken, 
that it be not a people. 

9 And the head of Ephraim is Sa¬ 
maria, and the head of Samaria is 
Remaliah’s son. If ye will not believe, 
surely ye shall not be established. 

10 Moreover the Lord spake again 
unto Ahaz, saying, 

11 Ask thee a sign of the Lord thy 
God; ask it either in the depth, or in 
the height above. 

12 But Ahaz said, I will not ask, 
neither will I tempt the Lord. 

13 And he said, Hear ye now, 0 
house of David; Is it a small thing 
for you to weary men, but will ye 
weary my God also ? 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin 
Bhall conoeive, and shall bear a son, 
and shall oall his name Immanuel. 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, 
that he may know to refuse the evil, 
and to ohoose the good. 


10 For before the child shall know 
to refuse the evil, and choose the 
good, the land that thou abhorrest 
shall be forsaken of both her kings. 

17 The Lord shall bring upon thee, 
and upon thy people, and upon thy 
father’s house, days that have not 
come, from the day that Ephraim 
departed from Judah; even the king 
of Assyria. 

18 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall niss for the 
fly that is in the uttermost part cf 
Egypt, and for me bee that is in the 
land of Assyria. 

19 And they shall come, and shall 
rest all of them in the desolate valleys, 
and in the holes of the rocks, and 
upon all thorns, and upon all bushes. 

20 In the same day shall the Lord 
shave with a razor that is hired, 
namely, by them beyond the river, 
by the king of Assyria, the head, and 
the hair of the feet; and it shall also 
consume the beard. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that a man shall nourish a yonng 
cow and two sheep. 

22 And it shall come to pass, for 
the abundance of milk that tney shall 
give, he shall eat butter; for butter 
and honey shall every one eat that ie 
left in the land. 

23 And it Bhall come to pass in that 
day, every place shall be, where there 
were a thousand vines at a thousand 
silverlings, which shall be for briers 
and thorns. 

24 With arrows and with bows shall 
men come thither; because all the 
land shall become briers and thorns. 

25 And on all hills that shall be 
digged with the mattock, there shall 
not come thither the fear of briers 
and thorns; but it shall be for the 
sending forth of oxen, and for the 
treadiDg of lesser cattle. 

CHAPTER YTTT. 

Prophecy against Israel and Judah—Fieri 

liar sfriiits—Great afflictions to idolaters. 
OREOVER the word of the Lord 
said unto me, Take thee a great 
roll, and write in it with a man’s pen 
oonoerning Mahor-shalal-hash-baz. 

2 And I took unto me faithful wit¬ 
nesses to reoord, Uriah the priest, and 
Zechariah the son of Jobereohiah. 

3 And I went onto the prophetess; 
and she conceived, and bare a son. 
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Then said the Lord to me. Call hti 
name Maher-shalal-hash-bai. 

4 For behold, the child shall not 
have knowledge to ory, My father, 
and my mother, before the riches of 
Damasous and the spoil of Samaria 
shall be taken away before the king 
of Assyria. 

6 The Lord spake also unto me 
agaiD, saying, 

3 Forasmuch as this people refuseth 
the waters of Shiloah that go softly, 
and rejoioe in Rezin and Remaliah’s 
son; 

7 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
bringeth up upon thorn the waters of 
the river, Btrong and many, even the 
king of Assyria, and all his glory; 
and he shall oome up over all his 
ohannelB, and go over all his banks; 

6 And he shall pass through Ju- 
Znh; he shall overflow and go ovor, 
he shall roach even to the neck; and 
Lhe stretching out of his wings shall 
Gil the breadth of thy land, 0 Im¬ 
manuel. 

9 Associate yourselves, 0 ye people, 
and ye shall be broken in pieces; and 
give ear, all ye of far countries; gird 
yourselves, and ye shall be broken in 

ieces; gird yourselves, and yo shall 

e broken in pieces. 

10 Take oounsel together, and it 
shall come to naught; speak the 
word, and it shall not stand; for God 
is with us. 

11 For the Lord spake thus to me 
with a strong hand, and instructed 
mo that I should not walk in the way 
of this people, Baying, 

12 Say ye not, A confederacy, to 
all them to whom this people shall 
say, A confederacy; neither fear ye 
their fear, nor be afraid. 

13 Sanctify the Lord of hosts him¬ 
self; and let him bo your fear, and 
lot him be your dread. 

14 And he shall bo for a sanctuary; 
but for a stone of stumbling and for 
a rook of offence to both the bouses 
of Israel, for a gin and for a snare to 
tho inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

16 And many among them shall 
stumble, and fall, and be broken, and 
be snared, and be taken. 

16 Bind up the testimony, seal the 
law among my disciples. 

17 And 1 will wait upon the Lord, 
that bidet h hi* face from the house 
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of Jaoob, and I will look for him. 

18 Behold, I and the ohildren whom 
tho Lord hath given me are for signs 
and for wonders in Israel from the 
Lord of hosts, which dwelloth in 
mount Zion. 

19 And when they shall say unto 
you, Suck uuto them that bavo fa¬ 
miliar spirits, and unto wizards that 
peep and that mutter; should not a 
people sock unto their God ? for the 
living to hear from the dead ? 

20 To the law and to the testimony; 
and if they speak not according to 
this word, it is because there is no 
light in them. 

21 And they shall pass through it, 
hardly bestead and hungry; and it 
shall come to pass, that when they 
shall be hungry, they shall fret them¬ 
selves, and curse their king and their 
God, and look upward. 

22 And they shall look unto thee 
earth ; and behold trouble and dark¬ 
ness, dimness of anguish; and they 
shall bo driven to darkness. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Kingdom and birth of Christ—The judg¬ 
ments upon Israel. 

EVERTIIELESS the dimness 
shall not be such as was in her 
vexation, when at the first he lightly 
afllictod the land of Zebulun, and the 
land of Naphtali, and afterward did 
more grievously afflict her by the way 
of tho Red sea, beyond Jordan, In 
Galilee of the QAtions. 

2 The people that walked in dark¬ 
ness have soen a great light; they 
that dwell in the land of the shadow 
of death, upon them hath the light 
shined. 

3 Thou hast multiplied the nation, 
and increased the joy; they joy before 
thee, aooording to the joy in harvest, 
and as men rejoice when they divide 
the spoil. 

4 For thou hast broken the yoke 
of his burden, and the staff of hlfl 
shoulder, the rod of his oppressor, as 
in the day of Midrnn. 

6 For every battle of tho warrior 
is with oonfused noise, and garments 
rolled in blood; but this shall be 
with burning and fuel of fire. 

0 For unto us n child is born, unto 
us a son is given; and tho govern¬ 
ment shall bo upon his shoulder; 
and his onmo shall be called Won- 
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derfnl, Counsellor, Tho mighty God, 
The everlasting Father, The Prince 
of Peace. 

7 Of the increase of his government 
and peace there i? no end, upon the 
throne of David, and upon his king¬ 
dom, to order it, and lo establish 
it with judgment and with justice 
from henceforth even for ever. The 
seal of the Lord of hosts will perform 
this. 

8 The Lord sent his word unto Jo- 
oob, and it bath lighted upon Israel. 

9 And all the people shall know, 
even Ephraim and the inhabitant of 
Samaria, that say in the pride and 
stoutness of heart, 

10 The bricks are fallen down, bat 
we will build with hewn Btones ; the 
sycamores are cut down, but we will 
change them into cedars. 

11 Thcrcforo the Lord shall set np 
the adversaries of Rezin against him, 
and join his enemies together; 

12 The Syrians bofore, and the 
Philistines behind; and they shall 
devour Israol with open mouth. For 
all this his anger is not turned away, 
but his hand is stretched out still. 

13 For tho people turneth not unto 
him that smiteth them, neither do 
they seek the Lord of hosts. 

14 Therofore the Lord will out off 
from Israel head and tail, branch and 
rash, in one day. 

15 The ancient and honourable, he 
is the bead; and the prophet that 
teachoth lies, he is the tail. 

16 For the leaders of this people 
oanse them to err; and they that are 
led of them arc destroyed. 

17 Therefore the Lord shall have 
no joy in their young men, neither 
shall have mercy on their fatherless 
and widows; for overy one of them 
is a hypocrite and an evil-doer, and 
every mouth epcoketh folly. For all 
this his anger is not turned away, bnt 
his hand is stretched out still. 

18 For wickedness burneth as the 
fire; it shall devour the briers and 
thorns, and shall kindle in the thioh- 
ets of the forest, and they shall 
mount up like the lifting up of 
smoke. 

19 Through the wrath of the Lord 
of hosts is the land darkened, and 
the people shall be as the fuel of the 
fire; no man shall spare his brother. 


20 And he shall snatch on tho right 
hand, and be hungry; and he shall 
eat on the left hand, aDd they shall 
not be satisfied ; they shall cat every 
man the flesh of bis own arm ; 

21 Manassch, Ephraim; and Eph¬ 
raim, MaDasseh; and they together 
shall be against Judah. For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but 
his hand is stretched out still. 

CHAPTER X. 

The t ooe of tyrants—Assyria shall be brJte* 
—Israel promised deliverance. 

OE unto them that deoree un¬ 
righteous decrees, and that 
write grievousness whioh they have 
prescribed; 

2 To turn aside the needy from 
judgment, aad to take away the right 
from tho poor of my people, that 
widows may be their prey, and that 
they may rob the fatherless ! 

3 And what will ye do in the day 
of visitation, and in the desolation 
whioh shall come from far 7 to whom 
will ye flee for help ? and where will 
ye leave your glory 7 

4 Without me they shall how down 
under the prisoners, and they shall 
fall under tne slain. For all this his 
anger is not turned away, hat his 
hand is stretched ont still. 

5 0 Assyrian, the rod of mine 
anger, and the staff in their hand is 
mine indignation. 

6 I will send him against a hypo- 
oritioal nation, and against the people 
of my wrath will I give him a charge, 
to take the spoil, and to take the 
prey, and to tread them down like 
the mire of the streets. 

7 Howbeit he meaneth not so, 
neither doth his heart think so; hut 
in his heart it is to destroy and out 
off nations not a few. 

8 For he saith. Are not my princes 
altogether kings 7 

9 Is not Calno as Carohemish 7 la 
not Hamath as Arpad 7 is not Samaria 
as Damasona 7 

10 As my hand hath founded the king¬ 
doms of the idols, and whose graven 
images did excel them of Jerusalem 
and of Snm/iria; 

11 Shall I not, as I havo done unto 
Samaria and her idols, so do to Jeru¬ 
salem and to her idols 7 

12 Wherefore it shall oome to pass, 
that, when the Lord hath performed 
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his whole work upon mount Zion and 
upon Jerusalem, I will punish the 
fruit of (be stout heart of tne king of 
Assyria, and the glory of his high 
looks. 

13 For be 6aith, By the strength of 
my band, and by my wisdom I have 
done these things; for I am prudent, 
and I have moved the borders of iko 
pooplo, and havo robbed thoir treas¬ 
ures, and I have put down the in¬ 
habitants like a valiant man. 

14 And tny band bath found as a 
nest the riches of the people; and as 
one gathereth eggs that are left, 
have I gathered all the earth; and 
there was none that moved the wing, 
or oponed tne mouth, or peopod. 

15 Shall the nxo boast itself against 
him that heweth therewith? or shall 
the saw magnify itself against him 
that shaketh it? as if the rod should 
shako itself against thorn that lift it 
up, or as if tho staff should lift up 
itsolf, as if it were no wood. 

16 Therefore shall the Lord, tho 
Lord of hosts, sond among his fat 
ones leanness; and under his glory 
he shall kindle a burning like the 
burning of a fire. 

17 And the light of Isrucl shall bo 
for a fire, and his Holy One for a 
flame; and it shall burn and devour 
bis thorns and his briers in one day; 

18 And shall consume the glory of 
his forest, and of his fruitful field, 
both soul and body; and they shall 
be as when a standard-bearer fainteth. 

10 And the rest of the trees of bis 
forest shall be few, that a child may 
write them. 

20 And it shall oomo to pass in that 
day, that the romnont of Israel, and 
Buch as are osoapod of the house of 
Jaeob, shall no moro again slay upon 
bim that smoto them; but shall stay 
upon tho Lord, the Holy One of 
Israol, in trnth. 

21 The remnant shall return, yoa 
even tho remnant of J&oob, unto the 
mighty Qod. 

22 For though thy people Israel bo 
uh tho sard of tho sea, yet a remnant 
of them shall return ; the consumption 
decreed shall overflow with righteous¬ 
ness. 

23 For the Lord God of hosts shall 
moke a consumption, even determined, 
in all thn land. 


24 Therefore thus smith the Lord 
God of hosts, 0 my people that dwell- 
esl in Zion, be not afraid of the 
Assyrian ; be sball smite thee with a 
rod, and shall lift up his staff against 
tbee, after the manner of Egypt. 

25 For yet a very little whilo, and 
the indignation shall cease, and mine 
anger in their destruction. 

26 And the Lord of hosts shall stir 
up a scourge for bim according to tho 
slaughter of Midian at the rock of 
Oreb; and as his rod was upon the 
sea, so shall he lift it up after *-he 
manner of Egypt. 

27 And it shall come to paBB in that 
day, that his burden shall be taken 
away from off tby shoulder, and bis 
yoko from off thy nock, and the yoke 
sball be destroyed beoause of the 
anointing. 

28 Ho is oome to Aiath, he is passed 
to Migron; at Miohmash he hath laid 
up bis carriages ; 

29 They are gone over tho passage; 
they have taken up their lodging at 
Geka; Ramab is afraid; Gibcah of 
Saul is fled. 

30 Lift up tby voioe, 0 daughter of 
Gallim; cause it to be hoard unto 
Laish, 0 poor Analhoth. 

31 Madmenah is removed; the in¬ 
habitants of Gebim gather themselves 
to floe. 

32 As yet shall he remain at Nob 
that day; he shall shake his hand 
against the mount of the daughter 
of Zion, the hill of Jerusalem. 

33 Behold, the Lord, the Lord of 
hosts, shall lop the bough with terror; 
and tho high ones of stature shall be 
hewn down, and the haughty shall be 
humblod. 

34 And he shall out down the thiokots 
of the forest with iron, and Lebanon 
sball fall by a mighty one. 

CHAPTER XI. 

The kingdom of Christ—Restoration qf 
Israel. 

ND thore shall oomo forth a rod 
out of the stem of Jesse, and a 
Branch shall grow out of his roots; 

2 And the Spirit of the Lord shall 
rest upon him, the spirit of wisdom 
and understanding, the spirit of 
oounsol and might, the spirit of know- 
lodge and of the fear of the Lord ; 

3 And shall make him of quiok 
understanding In the fear of tho 
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Lord; and he shall not judge after 
the eight of hie eyes, neither reprove 
after the hearing of his ears; 

4 But with righteousness shall he 
judge the poor, and reprove with 
equity for the meek of the earth ; and 
ho shall smite the earth with the rod 
of his mouth, and with the breath of 
his lips shall he slay the wicked. 

5 And righteousness shall be the 
girdle of his loins, and faithfulness 
the girdle of his reins. 

6 The wolf also shall dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie down 
with the kid; and the calf and the 
young lion and the fatling together ; 
and a little ohild shall lead them. 

7 And the cow and the bear shall 
feed; their young ones shall lie 
down together; and the lion shall 
eat straw like the ox. 

8 And the sucking child shall play 
on the hole of the asp, and the weaned 
<?hild shall pat his hand on the 
oookatrioe’ den. 

6 They shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountain; for the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea. 

10 And in that day there shall be 
a root of Jesse, whioh shall stand for 
an ensign of the people; to it shall 
the Qentiles seek; and his rest shall 
be glorious. 

11 And it shall oome to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall set his hand 
again the second time to recover the 
remnant of his people, which shall bo 
left, from Assyria, and from Egypt, 
and from Pathros, and from Cush, 
and from Elam, and from Shinar, 
and from Hamath, and from the 
islands of the sea. 

12 And he shall set up an ensign for 
the nations, and shall assemble the 
outcasts of Israel, And gather together 
the dispersed of Judah from the four 
oornors of tho earth. 

13 The envy also of Ephraim shall 
depart, and the adversaries of Judah 
shall be cut off; Ephraim shall not 
envy Judah, and Judah shall not vex 
Ephraim. 

14 Bat they shall fly npon the 
shoulders of the Philistines toward 
the west; they shall spoil them of 
the east together; they shall lay their 
hand upon Edom and Moab ; and the 


ohildren of Ammon shall obey them. 

15 And the Lord shall utterly destroy 
the tongue of the Egyptian sea; and 
with his mighty wind shall he shake 
his hand over the river, and shall 
smite it in the seven streams, and 
make men go over dry-shod. 

16 And thero shall be a highway for 
the remnant of his people, whioh shall 
be left from Assyria; like as it was 
to Israel in the day that he came up 
out of the land of Egypt. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Thanksgiving far the mercies of Ood. 
ND in that day thou shalt say, U 
Lord, I will praise thee; thongh 
thou wast angry with me, thine anger 
is turned away, and thon comfortedsl 
me. 

2 Behold, Ood is my salvation; I 
will trust, and not be afraid; for the 
Lord JEHOVAH is my strength and 
my song; he also is become my sal¬ 
vation. 

3 Therefore with joy shall ye draw 
water out of the wells of salvation. 

4 And in that day shall ye say, 
Praise the Lord, call npon his name, 
declare his doings among the people, 
make mention that his name is ex¬ 
alted. 

5 Sing nnto the Lord; for he hath 
done excellent things; this is known 
in all the earth. 

6 Cry out and shont, thou inhabit¬ 
ant of Zion; for great is the Holy One 
of Israel in the midst of thee. 

CHAPTER Xm. 

Desolation of Babylon. 

HE burden of Babylon, whioh 
Isaiah the son of Amos did see. 

2 Lift ye up my banner upon the 
high mountain, exalt the voice ante 
them, shake the hand, that they may 
go into the gates of the nobles. 

3 I have commanded my Banetifled 
ones, I have also called my mighty 
ones, for mine anger is not upon them 
that rejoice in my highness. 

4 The Doise of the multitude in the 
mountains, like as of a great people; 
a tumultuous noise of the kingdoms 
of nations gathered together; the 
Lord of hosts mustoreth the hosts of 
the battle. 

5 Thoy oome from a far country, 
from the end of heaven, yea, the Lord, 
and the weapons of his indignation, 
to destroy the wholo land. 





CHAPTER XIV. 


0 Howl ye; for the day of the Lord 
is at hand; it shall come as a destruc¬ 
tion from the Almighty. 

7 Therefore shall all hands he faint, 
and every man’s heart Bhall melt; 

8 And they shall bo afraid; pangs 
and Borrows shall take hold of them; 
they shall be in pain as a woman 
that Iravailelh; they shall he amazed 
one at another; their faces shall be as 
flames. 

9 Behold, tbe day of the Lord 
oometh, cruel both with wrath and 
fierce anger, to lay the land desolate; 
and ho shall destroy the sinners 
thereof out of it. 

10 For the stars of heaven and the 
constellations thereof shall not give 
their light; tho sun shall be darkened 
in his going forth, and the moon shall 
not cause her light to shine. 

11 And I will punish tho world for 
their evil, and the wicked for their 
iniquity; and I will cause the arro- 
gancy of the proud to ceaBe, and will 
lay low the haughtiness of tho terrihle. 

12 I will make a man more precious 
than fine gold; even a man than the 
golden wedge of Ophir. 

13 Therefore I will shake the hea¬ 
vens, and the earth shall remove out 
of her plaoo, in the wrath of the Lord 
of hoBtB, and in the day of his fierce 
anger. 

14 And it shall he as the chased 
roe, and aB a sheep that no man 
t&kelh up; they shall every man turn 
to his own people, and flee every one 
Into bis own land. 

J5 Every one that is proud shall be 
thrust through; and everyone that 
is joined to the wicked shall fall by 
the sword. 

lfi Their children also shall be 
dashed to pieces heforc their eyes; 
tbeir houses shall he spoiled, and 
(heir wives ravished. 

17 Behold, I will stir up the Modes 
against them, whioh Bhall not regard 
silver; and as for gold, they shall not 
delight in it. 

18 Their hows also shall dash the 
young men to pieoes; and they shall 
have do pity on the fruit of the womb; 
thoir oye shall not spare ohildren. 

19 And Babylon, tne glory of king¬ 
doms, the beauty of the Chaldees' 
excollenoy, shall be as when Ood 
overthrow Sodom and Gomorrah. 
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20 It shall never bo inhabited, nei¬ 
ther shall it be dwelt in from gene¬ 
ration to generation; neither shall 
the Arabian pitch tent there; neither 
shall the shepherds make their fold 
there. 

21 But wild beasts of the desert 
shall lie there; and their houses shall 
he full of doleful creatures; and owls 
shall dwell there, and satyrs shall 
dance there. 

22 And the wild heasts of the islands 
shall cry in their desolate houses, 
and dragons in their pleaBaut pa¬ 
laces; and her time is near to come, 
and her days shall not be prolonged; 
for I shall destroy her speedily; yea, 
for I will he meroiful unto my people, 
but the wicked shall perish. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Restoration of Israel—Paleitina is threat¬ 
ened. 

OR the Lord will have mercy on 
Jacob, and will yet ohoose Israel, 
and set them in their own Innd; and 
the strangers Bhall he joined with 
them, and they shall cleave to the 
houso of Jacob. 

2 And the people shall take them, 
and hring them to their plaoe; yea, 
from far, unto tho end of the earth, 
and they shall return to their land of 
promise, and the house of Israel shall 
possess them in the land of the Lord 
for servants and hand-maids; and 
they shall take them oaptives, whose 
captives they were; and they shall 
rule over their oppressors. 

3 And it shall come to pass in that 
day that the Lord shall give thee rest 
from thy sorrow and from thy fear, 
and from the hard bondage wherein 
thoa wast made to serve. 

4 And it Bhall come to pasB in that 
day that thou shalt take up this pro¬ 
verb against tbe king of Bahylon, 
and say, How bath the oppressor 
coased! the golden oity ceased! 

5 Tho Lord hath hroken the staff 
of the wioked, the sceptres of the 
rulers. 

6 He who smote the people in wrath 
with a continual stroke, he that ruled 
the nations in anger, is persecuted, 
and none hinderetb. 

7 The whole earth is at rest, and Is 
quiet; thoy break forth into singing, 

8 Tea, the fir treos rejoioe at thee, 
and also the oodara of Lobanon, say- 
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Ing, Since Ihou art laid down, no fell¬ 
er is come up against u.i. 

0 Hell from beneath is moved for 
thcc lo meet thee at thy coming; 
it slirreth up the dead for Lhcc, even 
ail the chief ones of the earth; it hath 
raised up from their thrones all tho 
kings of the nations. 

10 All they shall speak and say 
unto thee, Art thou also become weak 
as we? art thou become like unto us? 

11 Thy pomp Is brought down to 
the grave, and the noise of thy viols; 
the worm is spread under thee, and 
the worms cover thee. 

12 How art thou fallen from hea¬ 
ven, 0 Luoifcr, son of the morning! 
how art thou cut down to the ground, 
which didst weaken the nations! 

13 For thou hast said in thine heart, 
I will ascend into heaven, I will ex¬ 
alt my throne above the stars of God; 
I will sit also upon the mount of tho 
congregation, in tho sides of the 
north; 

14 I will ascend abovo the heights 
of the clouds; I will bo like tho Most 
High. 

15 Yet thou shalt be brought down 
to hell, to the sides of the pit. 

16 They that see thoe shall narrowly 
look upon thee, and consider thee, 
and shall Bay, Is this the man that 
made the earth to tremble, that did 
shako kingdoms; 

17 And made tho world as a wilder¬ 
ness, and destroyed tho oitios there¬ 
of; and opened not tho house of his 
prisoners? 

16 All the kings of the nations, yea 
all of thorn, lie in glory, every ono in 
his own house. 

19 But thou art cast out of thy 
grave like an abominable branch, 
and the remnant of those that are 
Bl&in, throst through with a sword, 
that go down to the stoues of the pit; 
as a carcass trodden under feet. 

20 Thou shalt not be joined with 
them in burial, because thou hast de¬ 
stroyed thy land, and slain thy peo- 

le; the seed of evil-doers shall nevor 
e renowned. 

21 Prepare slaughter for his chil¬ 
dren for the iniquities of their fathers; 
that they do not rise, nor possoss the 
land, nor fill the faoe of the world 
with oities. 

22 For I will rise up against them, 


saiLh the Lord of hosts, and oat off 
from Babylon the name, and remnant, 
and son, and nephew, saith the Lord. 

23 I will also make it a possession 
for the bittern, and pools of water; 
and I will sweep it with the hesom of 
destruction, saith the Lord of hosts. 

24 The Lord of hosts hath sworn, 
saying, Surely as I have thought, so 
shall it come to pass; and as I hare 
purposed, so shall it stand; 

25 That I will break the Assyrian 
in my land, and upon my mountains 
tread him under foot; then shall hia 
yoke depart from off them, and his 
burden depart from off their shonl- 
ders. 

26 This is the purpose that is pur¬ 
posed upon the whole earth; and 
this is the hand that is stretched out 
upon all the nations. 

27 For the Lord of hosts hath pur¬ 
posed, and who shall disannul it ? 
and his hand is stretched out, and 
who shall turn it back? 

2S In the year that king Ahaz died 
was this burden. 

29 Rejoice not thon, whole Pales- 
tina, because the rod of him that 
smote theo is broken; for out of the 
serpent’s root shall come forth a 
cockatrice, and his fruit shall be a 
fiery flying serpent. 

30 And the first-born of the poor 
shall feed, and th9 needy shall lie 
down in safety; and I will kill thy 
root with famine, and he shall slay 
thy remnant. 

31 Howl, 0 gate; cry, 0 city ; thou, 
wholo Palcstina, art dissolved; for 
there shall come from the north a 
smoke, and none shall be alone in his 
appointed times. 

32 What shall then answer the mes¬ 
sengers of the nation? That the Lord 
hath founded Zion, and the poor of 
his people shall trust in it. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The lamentable state of Moab. 

HE burden of Moab. Because in 
the night Ar of Moab is laid 
waste, and brought to silenoe; be¬ 
cause in the night Kir of Moab ii 
laid waste, and brought to silence; 

2 He is gone up to Bajith, and to 
Dibon, the high places, to weep ; 
Moab shall howl over Nebo, and over 
Medoha; on all their heads shall be 
baldness, and every beard out off. 
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3 Id thoir street* they Bhall gird 
themselves with sackcloth; on tho 
top* of their houses, and in their 
slrcets, every one shall howl, weep¬ 
ing abundantly. 

4 And Ueshbon shall cry, and 
Elcalch ; their voice shall bo heard 
even unlo Jahat; therefore the armed 
soldiers of Moab shall cry out; his 
life shall be grievous unto him. 

o My heart shall ory out for Moab; 
bis fugitives shall dee unto Zoar, a 
heifer of Lhree years old ; for by the 
mounting up of Luhith with weeping 
ahull they go it up; for in the way 
of Iloronaim they shall raise up a 
cry of destruction. 

6 For the waters of Nimrirn shall 
be desolalo; for the hay is withered 
away, tho grasB faileth, there is no 
green thing. 

7 Thereforo the abundanco they 
have gallon, and that which thoy 
Iiii ve laid up, shall they carry away 
to tho brook of Lbo willowB. 

8 For the cry is gone round about 
(lie borders of Moab; tho howling 
thereof unto Eglaim, and the howliug 
thereof unto Boer-clim. 

9 For the waters of Dirnon shall be 
full of blood; for I will bring more 
upon Dimon, lions upoD him that es- 
capeth of Moab, and upon the rem¬ 
nant of the laud. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Moab is threatened. 

DENI) ye the lamh to the ruler of 
O tho land from Sela to tho wilder¬ 
ness, unto the mount of Ihe daughter 
of Zion. 

2 For it shall be, that, as a wander¬ 
ing bird oast out of the nest, so the 
daughters of Moab shall be at the 
fords of Arnon. 

3 Tako counsel, execute judgment; 
make thy shadow as the night in the 
midst of tho noonday; hide the out- 
oasts ; bowray not him that wandcreth. 

4 Let mine outcasts dwell with thee, 
Moab ; be thou a covert to them from 
the face of the spoiler; for tho ox- 
torlioner is at an end, the spoiler 
ceaseth, the oppressors Are oonsumed 
out of tho land. 

5 And in mercy shall the throne be 
estahlishod ; and he shall sit upon it 
in truth in the tabornaole of David, 
judging, aud seeking judgmont, and 
hasting righteousness. 


6 Wo have heard of the pride of 
Moab; of his haughtiness and his 
pride, for he is very proud; and his 
wrath, his lies, and all hi3 evil works. 

7 Therefore shall Moab howl for 
Moab, every ono shall howl; for the 
foundations of Kir-harcseth shall ye 
mourn; surely they are stricken. 

8 For the fields of Heshbon lan¬ 
guish, and tho vine of Sibmah; the 
lords of the heathen have broken 
down the principal plants thereof, 
they are come even unto Jazor, they 
wandered through tho wilderness; 
her branches are stretched out, they 
are gone over the Boa. 

9 Therefore I will bewail with the 
woeping of Jazer the vine of Sib- 
muh ; I will water thcc with my tears, 
0 Heshbon, and Elcalch; for the 
shouting for thy summer fruits and 
for thy harvest is fallen. 

10 And gladness is taken away, and 
joy out of tho plentiful field ; and in 
tho vineyards there shall he no sing¬ 
ing, neither shall there be shooting; 
the troaders shall tread out no wine 
in their presses; I have made their 
vintage-shouting to cease. 

11 Wherefore my bowels shall sound 
like a harp for Moab, and mine in¬ 
ward parts for Kir-harcsh. 

12 And it shall corno to pass, when 
it is seen that Moab is weary on the 
high pluoe, that ho shall oome to bis 
sanctuary to pray; but be shall not 
prevail. 

13 This is the word that the Lord 
hath spoken concerning Moab since 
that time. 

14 But now the Lord hath spoken, 
saying, Within three years, as the 
years of a hireling, and the glory of 
Moab shall he oontemned, with all 
that great multitude; and the rem¬ 
nant shall be very small and feeble. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Syria and Irrael are threatened—The woe q/ 
JsraeTi enemies. 

IIE burdon of Damasons. Be¬ 
hold, Damascus is taken away 
from being a city, and it shall be a 
ruinous heap. 

2 The oities of Aroer are forsakon ; 
they shall be for flocks, which shall 
lie down, and none shall make them 
afraid. 

3 The fortress also shall oease from 
Ephraim, and tho kingdom from Da- 
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masons, and the remnant of Syria; 
they shall be as the glory of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

4 And in that day it shall come to 
pass, that the glory of Jncob shall be 
made thin, and the fatness of his flesh 
shall wax lean. 

5 And it shall bo as when the 
harvestman gathercth the corn, and 
reapeth the ears with his arm; and 
it snail be as he that gathereth ears 
in the valley of Rephaim. 

6 Yet gleaning grapes shall be left 
in it, as the shaking of an olive tree, 
two or three berries in the top of the 
□ppermost bough, four or five in the 
outmost fruitful branches thereof, 
saith the Lord Qod or Israel. 

7 At that day shall a man look to 
his Maker, and his eyes shall have 
respect to the Holy One of Israel. 

8 And he 6hall not look to the 
altars, the work of his hands, neither 
shall respect that which his fingers 
have made, cither the groves, or the 
images. 

9 In that day shall his strong cities 
be as a forsaken bough, and an up¬ 
permost branch, which they left be¬ 
cause of the children of Israel; and 
there shall be desolation. 

10 Decause thou hast forgotten the 
Qod of thy salvation, and hast not 
been mindful of the Rock of thy 
strength, therefore shalt thou plant 
pleasant plants, and shalt set it with 
strange slips; 

11 In the day shall thou make thy 
plant to grow, and in the morning 
shalt thou make thy seed to flourish; 
but the harvest shall be a heap iu the 
day of grief and of desperate sorrow. 

12 Woe to the multitude of many 
people, which make a noise like the 
noise of tho seas; and to the rushing 
of nations, that make a rushing like 
the rushing of mighty waters! 

13 The nations shall rush like the 
rushing of many waters; but Qod 
shall rebuke them, and they shall flee 
far off, and shall be chased as the 
chaff of the mountains before the 
wind, and like a rolling thing hefore 
the whirlwind. 

14 And behold at evening-tide trou¬ 
ble ; and before the morning he is not. 
This is tho portion of them that spoil 
us, and the lot of thorn that roh us. 


CHAPTER XVIII. 

The ensign. 

OE to the land shadowing with 
wings, which is beyond the 
rivers of Ethiopia; 

2 That eendeth ambassadors by the 
sea, even in vessels of bulrushes upon 
the waters, saying, Qo, ye swirt mes¬ 
sengers, to a nation scattered and 

eeled, to a people terrible from their 

eginning hitherto; a nation meted 
out and trodden down, whose land 
the rivers have spoiled! 

3 All ye inhabitants of the world 
and dwellers on the earth, see ye, 
when he lifteth up an ensign on the 
mountains; and when he bloweth a 
trumpet, hear ye. 

4 For so the Lord said unto me, I 
will take my rest, and I will consider 
in my dwelling-place like a clear heat 
upon herbs, and like a cloud of dew 
in the heat of harvest. 

5 For afore the harvest, when the 
bud is perfect, and the sour grape is 
ripening in the flower, he shall both 
out off the sprigs with pruning-hooks, 
and take away and out down the 
branches. 

6 They Bhall be left together unto 
the fowls of the mountains, and to 
the beasts of the earth ; and the fowls 
shall summer upon them, and all the 
beasts of the earth shall winter upon 
them. 

7 In that time shall the present be 
brought unto the Lord of hosts of a 
people scattered and peeled, and from 
a people terrible from their beginning 
hitherto; a nation meted out and 
trodden nnder foot, whose land the 
rivers have spoiled, to the plaoe of 
the name of the Lord of hosts, the 
mount Zion. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

The confusion qf Egypt—The calling of 

Egypt—The cocenord of Egypt, Auyrio, 

and Israel. 

T HE burden of Egypt. Behold, 
the Lord rideth upon a swift 
cloud, and shall come into Egypt; 
and the idols or Egypt shall be 
moved at his presonce, and the heart 
of Egypt shall melt in the midst 
of it. 

2 And I will set the Egyptians 
against the Egyptians; and they 
shall fight every one against his 
brother, and every one against hii

neighbour; olty againat oity, and 
kingdom against kingdom. 

3 Ami the spirit of Egypt shall fail 
in tho midst thereof; and I will de¬ 
stroy Iho oounsel thereof; and they 
shall seek to the idolB, and to the 
obarmors, and to them that have 
familiar spiritH, and to the wizards. 

4 And the Egyptians will I give over 
into the band of a oruel lord; and a 
fierce king shall rule over them, Baith 
the Lord, the Lord of hosts. 

b And the waters shall fail from the i 
sea, and tho river shall be wasted 
and dried up. 

6 And thoy shall turn tho rivers far 
away ; and the brooks of defence shall 
be emptied and dried up ; the reeds 
and flags shall wither. 

7 Tho paper reeds by the brooks, 
by tho mouth of tho brooks, and every 
thing sown by the brooks, shall wither, 
be driven away, and bo no more. 

6 The fishers also shall mourn, and 
all they that east angle into tho 
brooks shall lauu nt. and they that 
spread Dots upon the waters shall 
languish. 

9 Moreover they that work in fine 
flax, and they that weave net-works, 
shall be confounded. 

10 And thoy shall be broken in the 
purposoB thereof, all that make sluioes 
and pondB for fish. 

11 Surely the prinoes of Zoan are 
fools, the counsol of the wiso counsel¬ 
lors of Pharaoh is beoomo brutish; 
how say ye unto Pharaoh, I am the son 
of the wise, the son of ancient kings? 

12 Whero are thoy ? whoro are thy 
wise men ? and lot thorn tell theo now, 
and lot thorn know what the Lord of 
hosts bath purposed upon Egypt. 

13 The princos of Zoan are beoome 
fools, the prinoos of Noph are de¬ 
ceived ; they have also seduoed Egypt, 
even thoy that are the stay of the 
tribes thereof. 

14 The Lord hath mingled a per¬ 
verse spirit in the midst thereof; and 
they have oauaod Egypt to err in 
every work theroof, as a drunken 
man staggoroth in his vomit. 

16 Neither shall there be any work 
tor Egypt, which the boad or tail, 
branoh or rush, may do. 

16 In that day shall Egypt be like 
unto women ; and it shall be afraid 
and fear because of the shaking of 
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the band of the Lord of hosts, whioh 
ho shftketh over it. 

L7 And the land of Judah shall 
be a terror unto Egypt, every one 
that umketh mention thereof shall be 
afraid in himself, because of the 
counsel of tho Lord of hosts, which 
he hath determined against It. 

18 In that day shall five cities 
in the land of Egypt speak the lan¬ 
guage of Canaan, and swear to the 
Lord of hosts; one shall be called, 
The city of destruction. 

19 In that dAy shall there be an 
altar to the Lord in the midst of the 
land of Egypt, and a pillar at the 
border thereof to the Lord. 

20 And it shall be for a sign and 
for a witness unto the Lord of hosts 
in tbo land of Egypt; for they shall 
ory unto the Lord because of tho op¬ 
pressors, and he shall send them a 
Baviour, and a great one, and he shall 
deliver them. 

21 And the Lord shall be known to 
Egypt, and the Egyptians shall know 
the Lord in that day, and shall do 
sacrifice and oblation ; yea, they shall 
vow a vow unto the Lord, and per¬ 
form it. 

22 And the Lord shall smite Egypt; 
he Bhall smite and heal it; and they 
shall return even to the Lord, and he 
shall bo entreated of them, and shall 
heal thorn. 

23 In that day shall there be a 
highway out of Egypt to Assyria, 
and the Assyrian shall como into 
Egypt, and the Egyptian into As¬ 
syria, and the Egyptians shall serve 
with tho Assyrians. 

24 In that day shall Israel bo the 
third with Egypt and with Assyria, 
even a blessing in the midst of the 
land ; 

25 Whom the Lord of hosts shall 
bless, Baying, Blessed be Egypt my 
pcoplo, and Assyria the work of my 
Lands, and Israel mine inheritance. 

CHAPTER XX. 

A type of the captivity of Egypt and Ethiopia. 
N the year that Tartan came unto 
ARhdod, (when Sargon the king 
of Assyria Bent him,) and fought 
against Ashdod, and took it; 

2 At the Bnme time spake the Lord 
by Isaiah the son of Amoz, saying, 
Go and loose the Backoloth from off 
thy loins, and put off thy Bhoe from 
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thy foot. And he did so, walking 
naked and barefoot. 

3 And the Lord said, Like as my 
servant Isaiah hath walked naked 
and barefoot three ycarB for a sign 
and wender upon Egypt and upon 
Ethiopia; 

4 So shall the king of Assyria lead 
away the Egyptians prisoners, and 
the Ethiopians captives, young and 
old, naked and harefoot, even with 
tbeir buttocks uncovered, to the 
shame of Egypt. 

5 And they shall be afraid and 
ashamed of Ethiopia their expecta¬ 
tion, and of Egypt their glory. 

6 And the inhabitant of this isle 
shall say in that day, Behold, such 
is our expeotation, whither we flee 
for help to be delivered from the king 
of Assyria; and how shall we escape? 

CHAPTER XXI. 

The prophet teeth in a virion the full of Ba¬ 
bylon by the Medes and Persian*—The set 

time of Arabia’s calamity. 

HE burden of tbe desert of the 
sea. As whirlwinds in the south 
pass through ; so it cometh from the 
desert, from the terrible land. 

2 A grievous vision is declared unto 
me; The treooherous dealer dealetb 
treaoherously, and the spoiler spoil- 
eth. Go up, 0* Elam; besiege, 0 
Media; all the sighing thereof have 
I made to cease. 

3 Therefore aro my loins filled with 
pain; pangs have taken hold upon 
me, as the paugs of a woman that 
travaileth ; I was bowed down at the 
hearing of it; I was dismayed at the 
seeing of it. 

4 My heart panted, fearful ness 
affrighted me; the night of my 
pleasure hath he turned into fear 
unto me. 

5 Prepare the table, watoh in the 
watch-tower, eat, drink; arise, ye 
princes, and anoint the shield. 

6 For thus hath the Lord said unto 
me, Go, set a watchman, let him de¬ 
clare what he seeth. 

7 And he saw a chariot with a cou¬ 
ple of horsemen, a ohariot of asses, 
and a ohariot of oamels; and he 
hearkened diligently with muoh heed; 

8 And he oried, A lion; My lord, I 
stand continually upon the watch- 
tower in the daytime, and I am Bet 
in my ward whole nights; 


9 And, behold, hero cometh a chariot 
of men, with a couple of horsemen. 
And he answered and said, Babylon 
is fallen, is fallen ; and all the gra¬ 
ven images of her gods he bath bro¬ 
ken unto the ground. 

10 0 my threshing, and the com of 
my floor ; that which I have heard of 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
have I declared unto you. 

11 The burden of Dumah. He 
calleth to me out of Seir, Watchman, 
what of the night? Watchman, what 
of the night? 

12 The watohman said, The morn¬ 
ing cometh, and also the night; if 
ye will inquire, inquire ye; return, 
oome. 

13 The burden upon Arabia. In the 
forest in Arabia shall ye lodge, 0 ye 
travelling companies of Dedanim. 

14 The inhabitants of the land of 
Tema brought water to him that was 
thirsty, they prevented with their 
bread him that fled. 

15 For they fled from tbe swords, 
from the drawn sword, and from the 
bent bow, and from the grievousness 
of war. 

16 For thus hath the Lord said onto 
me, Within a year, according to the 
years of a hireling, and all the glory 
of Kedar shall fail; 

17 And the residue of the number 
of archors, the mighty men of the 
ohildren of Kedar, shall be diminish¬ 
ed ; for the Lord God of Israel hath 
spoken it. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

The invasion of Jewry by the Persians—He 
prophesieth Shebna’t deprivation. 

IIE burden of the valley of vision. 
What aileth thee now, that thoo 
art wholly gone up to the housetops ? 

2 Thou that art full of stirs, a tu¬ 
multuous city, a joyous city; tby 
slaiu men are not slain with the 
sword, nor dead in battle. 

3 All thy rulers are fled together, 
they aro bound by the archers; all 
that are found in thoo are bound to¬ 
gether, which have fled from far. 

4 Therefore said I, Look away from 
me ; I will weep bitterly, labonr not 
to oomfort me, because of the spoiling 
of the daughter of my people. 

5 For it is a day of trouble, and of 
tro&ding down, and of perplexity by 
the Lord God of hosts in the valley 
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of vision, breaking down the walls, 
and of crying to the mountains. 

0 And Elnm bare the quiver with 
chariots of men and horsemen, and 
Kir uncovered the shield. 

7 And it shall come to pasB, that 
thy choicest valloyB shall be full of 
chariots, and the horsemen shall set 
themselves in array at the gale. 

8 And he discovered the oovering 
of Judah, and thou didst look in that 
day to the armour of the house of 
the forest. 

9 Ye havo seen also the breaches of 
the city of David, that they are 
ronny ; and ye gathered together tho 
waters of the lower pool. 

10 And ye have numbered tho houses 
of Jerusalem, aDd the houses have yo 
broken down to fortify the wall. 

11 Yc made also a ditch between 
the two walls for the water of tho old 
pool ; but ye havo not looked unto the 
maker thereof, neither had respect 
unto him that fashioned it long 
ago. 

12 And in that Jay did the Lord 
(Jod of hosts call to weeping, and to 
mourning, and to baldness, and to 
girding with sackcloth ; 

13 And behold joy and gladness, 
slaying oxen, and killing sheep, eat¬ 
ing flesh, and drinking wine; let us 
eat and drink; for to-morrow wo 
Bhnli die. 

14 And it was revealed in mine ears 
by the Lord of hosts, Surely this 
iniquity shall not be purged from you 
till ye dio, saith the Lord Qod of 
hosts. 

15 Thus saith the Lord Qod of hosts, 
Go, get thee unto this treasurer, even 
unto Sbebnn, which is over the house, 
aDd say, 

10 What hast thou here, and whom 
hast thou here, that thou bast hewed 
th eo out a sepulohre here, as be that 
bewolh him out a sepulchre on high, 
and that graveth a habitation for 
himself in a rook ? 

17 Behold, the Lord will oarry thee 
away with a mighty captivity, and 
will surely oovor thoo. 

18 lie will surely violently turn and 
toss thee like a ball into a large 
country; tbore sbalt thou die, and 
thero the ohariots of thy glory shall 
be the shame of thy lord's house. 

10 And I will drivo thee from thy 
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station, and from thy state shall he 
pull thee down. 

20 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will call my servant Elia- 
kim the son of Ililkiah ; 

21 And I will clothe him with thy 
robe, ond strengthen him with thy 
girdle, and I will commit thy gov¬ 
ernment into his hand; and he shall 
be a father to the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem, and to the house of Judah. 

22 And the key of the house of 
David will I lay upon his shoulder; 
so he shall open, and none shall shut; 
and he shall shut, and none shall open. 

23 And I will fasten him us a nail 
in a sure place; and he shall be for a 
glorious throne to his father's bouse. 

24 And they shall hang upon him 
all the glory of his father's house, 
the offspring and the issue, all vessels 
of small quantity, from the vessels of 
cups, even to all the vessels of flagons. 

25 In that day, sailh the Lord of 
hosts, shall the nail that is fastened 
in the suro place bo removed, and he 
cut down, and fall; and the burden 
that was upon it 6hall he out off; for 
the Lord hath spoken it. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

The miserable overthrow of Tyre. 

HE burden of Tyre. Howl, ye 
ships of Tarshish; for it is laid 
waste, so that there is no house, no 
entoring in; from the land of Chit- 
tim it is revealed to them. 

2 Bo still, ye inhabitants of the isle; 
thou whom the merohants of Zidon, 
that pass over the sea, havo replen¬ 
ished. 

3 And by great waters the seed of 
Sihor, the harvost of the river, is her 
revenue; and she is a mart of nations. 

4 Be thou ashamed, 0 Zidon; for 
the sea hath spoken,even the strength 
of tho Boa, saying, I travail not, nor 
bring forth ohildren, neither do I 
nourish up young men, nor bring up 
virgins. 

5 As at the report oonoerning Egypt, 
so shall they be sorely pained at the 
report of Tyre. 

6 Pass ye over to Tarshish; howl, 
ye inhabitants of the isle. 

7 Is this your joyous olty, whose 
antiquity is of anoiont days? her 
own feet shall oarry her afar off to 
sojourn. 

8 Who hath taken this counsel 
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against Tyre, the crowning city, 
whose merchants are princes, whose 
traffickers arc the honourable of tho 
earth ? 

9 The Lord of hosts hath purposed 
it, to stain the pride of all glory, and 
to hring into contempt all the hon¬ 
ourable of the earth. 

10 Pass through thy land as a 
river, 0 daughter of Tarshlsh; there 
is no more strength in thee. 

11 He stretched out his hand over 
the Bea, he shook the kingdoms ; the 
Lord hath given a commandment 
against the merchant city, to destroy 
the strong holds thereof. 

12 And he said, Thon shalt no 
more rejoice, 0 thou oppressed vir¬ 
gin, daughter of Zidon; arise, pass 
over to Chittim ; there also shalt thou 
have no rest. 

13 Behold the land of the Chal¬ 
deans; this people was not, till the 
Assyrian founded it for them that 
dwell in the wilderness; they set up 
the towers thereof, they raised up tho 
palaces thereof; and ho hrought it to 
ruin. 

14 Howl, ye ships of Tarshish; for 
your strength is laid waste. 

15 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that Tyro shall ho forgotten 
seventy years, according to the dayB 
of one king ; after the end of seventy 
years shall Tyre sing as a harlot. 

16 Take a harp, go about the city, 
thon harlot that hast been forgotten ; 
make sweet melody, sing many songs, 
that thou mayest be remembered. 

17 And it shall come to pass after 
the end of seventy years, that the 
Lord will visit Tyre, and she shall 
tom to her hire, and shall commit 
fornication with all the kingdoms of 
the world upon the face of the 
earth. 

16 And her merchandise and her 
hire Bhall be holiness to the Lord; 
it Bhall not be treasured nor laid up; 
for her merchandise shall be for 
them that dwell before the Lord, 
to eat sufficiently, and for durable 
clothing. 

CHAPTER HIV. 

The judgment* of God upon the earth—A 

fmnant shall praise him—Chris ft reign. 

B EHOLD, the Lord maketh the 
earth empty, and maketh it 
waste, and turneth it upside down, 


and soatterelh abroad the inhabitants 
thoreof. 

2 And it shall be, as with the peo¬ 
ple, so with the priest; as with tho 
servant, su with his master; as with 
the maid, so with her mistress; as 
with the buyer, so with the seller; 
as with the lender, so with the bor¬ 
rower; as with the taker of usury, 
so with the giver of usury to him. 

3 The land shall he utterely emptied, 
and utterly spoiled; for the Lori 
hath spoken this word. 

4 The earth moumeth and fade'h 
away, the world languisheth and 
fadeth away, the haughty people of 
the earth do languish. 

5 The earth also is defiled under 
the inhabitants thereof; hecause they 
have transgressed the laws, changed 
the ordinance, hroken the everlasting 
covenant. 

6 Therefore hath the curse devoured 
the earth, and they that dwell therein 
are desolate; therefore the inhabitants 
of the earth are burned, and few men 
left. 

7 The new wine mournelh, the vine 
languisheth, all the merry-hearted do 
sigh. 

8 The mirth of tabrets ceaseth, the 
noise of them that rejoice endeth, 
the joy of the harp ceaseth. 

9 They shall not drink wine with a 
song; strong drink shall be bitter to 
them that drink it. 

10 The city of oonfnsion is broken 
down; every house is shut up, that 
no man may come in. 

11 There is a crying for wine in the 
streets; all joy is darkened, the mirth 
of the land is gone. 

12 In the city iB left desolation, and 
the gate is smitten with destruction. 

13 When thus it shall be in the 
midst of the land among the people, 
there shall be as the shaking of an 
olive tree, and as the gleaning grapes 
when the vintage is dono. 

14 They Bhall lift up their voice, 
they shall sing for the majesty of the 
Lord, they shall ory aloud from the 
sea. 

15 Wherefore glorify ye the Lord in 
tho fires, even the name of the Lord 
God of Israel in the isles of the sea- 

16 From the uttermost part of the 
earth have we heard songs, even 
glory to the righteous. But I said* 
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My leanness, my leanness, woe onto 
me! the treaoherouH dealers have 
dealt treaoherously; yea, the treach¬ 
erous dealers have dwelt very treach¬ 
erously. 

17 Foar, and the pit, and the BDare, 
are upon thee, 0 inhabitant of the 
earth. 

18 And it shall oome to pass, that 
ho who floeth from the noise of the 
foar shall fall iDto tho pit; and be 
that oometh up out of the midst of 
the pit shall be takon in the snare; 
for the windows from on high are 
open, and the foundations of the 
earth do shake. 

19 The earth is utterly hroken down, 
the earth is clean dissolved, the earth 
is moved exceedingly. 

20 The earth shall reel to and fro 
like a drunkard, and shall be removed 
like a cottage ; and the transgression 
thereof shall be heavy upon it; and 
it shall fall, and not rise again. 

21 And it shall oome to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall punish the 
host of the high ones that are on 
high, and the kings of tho earth upon 
tho earth. 

22 And they shall be gathered to- 
gothor, as prisoners are gathered in 
the pit, ana Bhall be shut up in the 
prison, and after many days Bhall 
they be visited. 

23 Then the moon shall be eon- 
founded, and the sun ashamed, when 
the Lord of hosts shall reign in mount 
Zion and in Jerusalem, and before 
his ancients gloriously. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

The. prophet praiieth Ood for hit talwUion. 
LORD, thou art my God; I will 
oxnlt thee, I will praise thy 
name; for thou hast dono wonderful 
things ; thy counsels of old are faith¬ 
fulness and truth. 

2 For thou hast made of a oity a 
heap; of a defenoed city a ruin ; a 
pnlaoe of strangers to bo no city ; it 
shall never be built. 

3 Therefore shall the strong people 
glorify thee, the oity of the terrible 
nations shall fear thee. 

4 For thou hast been a strength to 
the poor, a strength to the needy in 
his distress, a refuge from the storm, 
> shadow from tho heat, when the 
blast of the terrible ones is as a storm 
against the wall. 


5 Thon Bhalt bring down the nolee 
of strangers, as the heat in a dry 
place; even the heat with the shadow 
of a cloud ; the branch of the torrihle 
ones shall be brought low. 

6 And in this mountain shall the 
Lord of hosts make unto all people a 
feast of fat things, a feast of wines 
on the lees, of fat things full of mar*- 
row, of wine9 on the lees well refined. 

7 And he will destroy in this moun¬ 
tain the face of the covering cast 
over all people, and tho veil that is 
spread over all nations. 

8 Ho will swallow up death in vio- 
tory; and the Lord God will wipe 
away tears from olf all faces; and 
tho rebuke of his people shall he take 
away from off all the earth; for the 
Lord hath spoken it. 

9 And it shall be said in that day, 
Lo, this is our God; we have waited 
for him, and he will save us; this is 
the Lord ; we have waited for him, 
we will be glad and rejoioe in his 
salvation. 

10 For iu this mountain shall the 
hand of the Lord rest, and Moab 
Bhall he trodden down under him, 
even as straw is trodden down for 
tho dunghill. 

11 And he shall spread forth his 
hands in the midst of them, as he 
that swirameth sprendeth forth his 
hands to swim; and he shall bring 
down thoir pride together with the 
spoils of their hands. 

12 And the fortress of the high fort 
of thy walls shall he bring down, lay 
low, and bring to the ground, even 
to the du9t. 

CII AFTER XXVI. 

An exhortation to wait on Ood. 

N that day shall this Bong bo sung 
in the laud of Judah ; We have a 
strong oity; salvation will God 
appoint for walls and bulwarks. 

2 Open ye the gates, that the right¬ 
eous nation which keepeth the truth 
may enter in. 

3 Thou wilt keep him in perfeot 

eaoo, whose mind is stayed on thee; 

aoause he trusteth in thoe. 

4 Trust ye iu the Lord for ever; for 
in the Lord JEHOVAH is everlasting 
strength. 

6 For he bringeth down them that 
dwell on high; the lofty oity he 
layeth it low; he layeth It low, even 
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to the ground; he brlngeth It even 
to the duet. 

6 The foot ahall tread it down, even 
the feet of the poor, and the steps of 
the needy. 

7 The way of the just ie upright¬ 
ness; thou, most upright, dost weigh 
the path of the just. 

8 Yea, in the way of tby judgments, 
0 Lord, have we waited for thee; the 
desire of our soul is to thy name, and 
to tbe remembrance of thee. 

9 With my soul have I desired thee 
in the night; yea, with my spirit 
within me will I seek thee early; for 
when tby judgments are in the earth, 
the inhabitants of the world will learn 
righteousness. 

10 Let favour be showed to the 
wicked, yet will be not learn right¬ 
eousness; in the land of uprightness 
will he deal unjustly, and will not 
behold the majesty of the Lord. 

11 Lord, when thy hand is lifted up, 
they will not see; but they shall see, 
and be ashamed for their envy at the 
people ; yea, the fire of thine enemies 
shall devour them. 

12 Lord, thou wilt ordain peace for 
us; for thou also hast wrought all 
our works in us. 

13 0 Lord our God, other lords 
besides thee have had dominion over 
us; but by thee only will we make 
mention of thy name. 

14 They are dead, they shall not 
live; they are deceased, they shall 
not rise; therefore hast thou visited 
and destroyed them, and made all 
their memory to perish. 

15 Thou hast increased tho nation, 
0 Lord, thou hast increased tbo 
nation ; thou art glorified ; thou hadst 
removed it far unto all the ends of 
the earth. 

16 Lord, in trouble have they visited 
thee ; they poured out a prayer when 
thy chastening was upon them. 

17 Like as a woman with child, that 
draweth near the time of her delivery, 
is in pain, and orieth out in her 

angs ; so have we been in thy sight, 
Lord. 

18 We have been with ohild, we 
have been in pain, we have as it were 
brought forth wind; we have not 
wrought any deliverance in the earth ; 
neither have the inhabitants of the 
world fallen. 


19 Thy dead men shall live, together 
with my dead body shall they arise. 
Awake and sing, yc that dwell in 
dust; for thy dew is as the dew of 
herbs, and the earth shall cast out 
the dead. 

20 Come, my people, enter thou into 
tby chambers, and shut thy doom 
about thee; hide thyself as it were 
for a little moment, until the indigna¬ 
tion be overpast. 

21 For, behold, the Lord cometh out 
of his place to punish the inhabitants 
of the earth for their iniquity ; the 
earth also shall disclose her blood, and 
shall no more cover her slain. 

C1IAPTER XXVII. 

The care of God for htf vineyard, 

N that day the Lord with his sore 
and great and strong sword shall 
punish leviathan the piercing serpent, 
even leviathan that crooked serpent; 
and he shall slay the dragon that i9 in 
the sea. 

2 In that day sing ye unto her, A 
vineyard of red wine. 

3 I the Lord do keep it; I will water 
it every moment; lest any hurt it, I 
will keep it night and day. 

4 Fury is not in me; who would set 
the briers and thorns against me in 
battle; I would go through them, I 
would burn them together. 

5 Or let him take hold of my 
strength, that he may make peace 
with me; and he shall makepeace 
with me. 

6 He 9hall cause them that oome of 
Jacob to take root; Israel shall 
blossom and bud, and fill the face of 
the world with fruit. 

7 Hath he smitten him, as he imote 
those that smote him ? or is he slain 
according to tbe slaughter of them 
that are slain by him ? 

8 In measnre, when it ehooteth 
forth, tbou wilt debate with it; he 
stayeth his rough wind in the day of 
the east wind. 

9 By this therefore shall the iniquity 
of Jacob be purged; and this is all 
tho fruit to take away his sin; when 
he maketh all the stones of the al^ar 
as chalk-stones that are beaten in 
sunder, the groves and images shall 
not stand up. 

10 Yet the defeuced city shall be 
desolate, and the habitation forsaken, 
and left like a wilderness ; there shall 
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the oftlf feed, and there shall he lie 
down, and consume the branches 
thereof. 

11 When the boughs thereof are 
withered, they shall ho broken offj 
the women come, and set them on fire ; 
for il is a people of no understand¬ 
ing ; therefore ne that made them will 
not have meroy on them, and he that 
formed them will show them no favour. 

12 And it Bhall come to pass in that 
day, that the Lord shall heat off from 
the charnel of the river unto the 
stream of Egypt, and ye shall be 
gathered one by one, 0 ye children 
of Israel. 

13 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the great trumpet shall be 
blown, and they shall come whicb 
were ready to perish in the land of 
Assyria, and the outcasts in the Inod 
of Egypt, and shall worship the Lord 
in tho boly mount at Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

TLt prophet threateneth Ephraim—Christ 
the sure ferundution promised. 

OE to the crown of prido, to the 
drunkards of Ephraim, whoso 
glorious beauty is a fading flower, 
which are on the head of the fat val¬ 
leys of then that are overcome with 
wino! 

2 Behold, the Lord hath a mighty 
and strong one, which as a tempest 
of hail and a destroying storm, as a 
flood of mighty waters overflowing, 
shall oast down to tho earth with tho 
band. 

3 The orown of pride, the drunkards 
of Ephraim, shall be trodden under 
feet; 

4 And tho glorious beauty, whioh is 
on tho head of the fat valley, shall 
be a fading flower, and as the hasty 
fruit before the summer; whioh when 
he that looketh upon it seeth, while 
It ii yet in his hand he cateth it up. 

5 In that day shall tho Lord of 
hosts be for a orown of glory, and for 
a diadem of beauty onto the residue 
of his people, 

0 And for a spirit of judgment to 
him that sitteth in judgment, and for 
strength to thorn that turn the battlo 
to the gate. 

7 But they also have erred through 
wine, and through strong drink are 
out of the way; the priest and the 
prophet have erred tnrough strong 
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drink, they are swallowed np of wine, 
they are ont of the way through 
strong drink; they err in vision, they 
stumble in jndgment. 

8 For all tahles are full of vomit and 
filthiness, so that there is no place 
olean. 

0 Whom shall be teach knowledge? 
and whom shall he make to under¬ 
stand doctrine ? them that are weaned 
from the milk, and drawn from the 
breasts. 

10 For preoept must be upon pre¬ 
cept, precept upon preoept; line upon 
line, line upon line; hero a little, and 
there a little; 

11 For with stammering lips and 
another tongue will he speak to this 
people. 

12 To whom he said, This is the rest 
wherewith ye may cause the weary 
to rest; and this is the refreshing; 
yet they would not hear. 

13 But the word of the Lord was 
unto them precept npon precept, pre¬ 
oept upon precept; line npon line, 
line upon line; hero a little, and 
there a little; that they might go, 
and fall backward, and be broken, 
and snared, and taken. 

14 Wherefore hoar the word of the 
Lord, yo soornful men, that rule this 
people which is in Jerusalem. 

15 Because ye have said, We have 
made a covenant with death, and 
with hell are we at agreement; when 
tho overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, il shall not oome unto us; 
for we have made lies our refuge, 
and under falsehood have we hid onr- 
solves; 

13 Therefore thus B&ith the Lord 
God, Behold, I lay in Zion for a 
foundation a stone, a tried stone, a 
procious corner stone, a Bure founda- 
t ion; he that believeth shall not make 
haste. 

17 Judgment also will I lay to the 
line, and righteousness to the plum¬ 
met; and the hail shall sweep away 
the refugo of lies, and the waters 
shall overflow the hiding-place. 

18 And your covenant with death 
shall be disannulled, and your agree¬ 
ment with hell shall not stand; when 
the overflowing soourge shall pasi 
through, then ye shall be trodden 
down by it. 

ID From the time that it goeth forth 
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it shall take you; for morning by 
morning shall it pass over, by day 
and by night; and it shall be a vexa¬ 
tion only to understand the report. 

20 For the bed is shorter than that 
a man can stretoh himself on it; and 
the covering narrower than that he 
can wrap himself in it. 

21 For tbo Lord shall rise np as in 
mount Perazim, ho shall be wroth as 
in the valley of Gibcon, that he may 
do his work, his strange work; and 
bring to pass his act, his strango act. 

22 Now therefore be yo not mockers, 
lest your bands be made strong; for 
I have heard from the Lord God of 
hosts a consumption, even determined 
apon the whole earth. 

23 Givo ye ear, and bear my voice; 
hearken, and hear my speech. 

24 Doth the ploughman plough all 
day to sow? doth he open and break 
the clods of his ground? 

2o When be hath made plaiD the 
faoe thereof, doth he not cast abroad 
the fitches, and scatter the cummin, 
and cast in the principal wheat and 
the appointed barley and the rye in 
their place? 

20 For his God doth instruct him to 
discretion, and doth teach him. 

27 For the fitches are not threshed 
with a threshing instrument, neither 
is a oart wheel turned abont upon the 
oummin; bnt the fitches are beaten 
out with a staff, and the cummin with 
a rod. 

28 Bread corn is bruised; hecaufle 
he will not ever be threshing it, nor 
break it with tho wheel of his cart, 
nor bruise it with his horsemen. 

26 This also cometh forth from the 
Lord of hosts, which is wonderful in 
counsel, and excellent in working. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

CkxTi judffment upon Jerusalem—The scaled 
book . 

W OE to Ariel, to Ariel, the oity 
where David dwelt! add ye 
year to year; let them kill saorificos. 
2 Yet I will distress Ariel, and there 
shall be heaviness and sorrow; for 
thns bath the Lord said unto me, It 
shall be unto Ariel; 

3 That I the Lord will oamp against 
her round about, and will lay siege 
against her with a mount, and I will 
raise forts against her. 

4 And sho shall be brought down, 


and shall speak out of the ground, 
and her speech shall be low out of tlio 
dust; and her voice shall be as ol 
one that hath a familiar spirit, out of 
tbe ground, and her speech shall 
whisper out of the dust. 

6 Moreover the multitude of her 
strangers shall be like small dust, 
and tho multitude of the terrible onci 
shall be as chaff that passetb away; 
yea, it shall be at an instant suddenly. 

6 For they shall be visited of the 
Lord of hosts with thunder, and with 
earthquake, and great noise, with 
Btorm and tempest, and the flame of 
devouring fire. 

7 And the multitude of all the na 
tions that fight against Ariel, even all 
that fight against her and her muni 
tion, and that distress her, shall be as 
a dream of a night vision. 

8 Yea, it shall be anto them eveu 
as unto a hungry man who dreameth, 
and behold, he eateth, but he awak- 
eth and his soul is empty; or like 
unto a thirsty man who dreameth, 
and behold, he drinketh, but he 
awaketh, and behold, be is faint, and 
his sonl hath appetite. Yea, even so 
shall the multitude of all the nations 
be that fight against mount Zion. 

9 For, behold, all ye that do iniqui 
ty, stay yourselves, and wonder; for 
ye shall cry out, and cry; yea, ye 
shall be drunken, but not with wine; 
ye shall stagger, but not with strong 
drink. 

10 For, behold, the Lord hath poured 
out upon you the spirit of deep sleep. 
For, behold, ye have closed your eye.®, 
and ye havo rejected the prophets, 
and your rulers; and the seers hath 
he oovered because of your iniquities 

11 And it shall oome to pass, thni 
the Lord God shall bring forth anto 
you the words of a book; and they 
shall be the words of them which 
have slumbered. 

12 And behold, the hook shall he 
sealed; and in the book shall be ■ 
revelation from God, from the begin 
ning of the world to the ending there 
of. 

13 Wherefore heoause of the thing* 
which are sealed up, the things which 
Aro sealed shall not be delivered in 
the day of the wickedness and abomi 
nations of the people. Wherefore, 
the book shall be kept from them. 
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14 But the book shall be delivered 
unto a man, and ho shall deliver the 
words of the book, which are the 
words of those who have slumbered 
in the dust; and ho shall deliver these 
words unto another, but the words 
that are scaled bo shall not doliver, 
neither shall be deliver tho boob. 

15 For (be book shall bo sealed by 
tho power of God, aud tho revelation 
which was sealed shall be kept in tbe 
book until the own due time of tbe 
Lord, that they may como forth ; for, 
behold, they roveal all things from 
tho foundation of tbe world unto tbe 
end thereof. 

16 And the day cometh, that the 
words of the book which wore sealed 
shall be read upon the housetops ; and 
they shall be read hy tbe power of 
Christ; and all things shall be ro- 
veatod unto tho children of men 
whioh ever have been among the 
ohildrcn of men, and whichever will 
be, even unto tbe end of tho earth. 

17 Wborcfore, at that day wheD the 
book shall be delivered unto the man 
of whom I have spoken, the book 
shall bo hid from the eyes of tho 
world, Lliat tho eyes of none shall be¬ 
hold it, save it bo that three wit¬ 
nesses shall behold it by the powor 
of God, besides him to whom the 
book shall be delivered; and they 
Bhall testify to the truth of tho book 
and the things thoroin. 

18 And there is none other which 
shall view it, save it bo a few accord¬ 
ing to the will of God, to bear testi¬ 
mony of his word unto tbe children 
of uion ; for tbe Lord God bath said, 
that the words of the faithful should 
Bpoak as it were from the dead. 

19 Wherefore, the Lord God will 
proceed to bring forth the words of 
the book; and in the mouth of as 
many witnesses as soemeth him good 
will ho establish his words; and woo 
bo unto him that rejooteth tho word 
of God. 

20 Ilut, behold, it shall come to pass, 
that tbe Lord God shall say unto him 
to whom ho shall doliver the book, 
Take these words which aro not seal¬ 
ed and deliver them to another, that 
he may show them unto the learned, 
saying, Read this, I pray thee. 

21 And tho learned shall say, Bring 
hlthor tho book and I will road them j 
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and now because of the glory of the 
world, and to get gain will they say 
this, and not for the glory of God. 
And the man shall say, I cannot 
bring the book for it is seated. Then 
shall tbe learned say, I cannot read it. 

22 Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
that the Lord God will deliver again 
the book and tbe words thereof to 
him that is not learned ; and the man 
that is not learned shall say, I am 
not learned. Then shall tho Lord 
God say unto him, Tbe learned shall 
not road them, for they have rejected 
them, and I am able to do mine own 
work; wherefore thou shalt read the 
words whioh I shall give unto thee. 

23 Touch not tbe things which are 
sealed, for I will bring them forth in 
mine own due lime ; for I will show 
unto the children of men that I am 
able to do mine own work. 

24 Wherefore, when thou bast read 
tho words which I have commanded 
theo, and obtained tho witnesses whioh 
I have promised unto thoe, then shalt 
thou seal up tbe book again, and hide 
it up unto me, that I may preserve 
tbe words which thou hasl not read 
until I shall seo fit in mine own wis¬ 
dom to reveal all things unto the 
children of men. 

25 For behold, I am God; and I am 
a God of miracles; and I will show 
unto the world that I am the same, 
yostorday, to-day, and for ever; and 
I work not among the children of 
men, save it be according to their 
faith. 

26 And again it shall oorne to pass, 
that tbe Lord shall say unto him that 
shall road the words that shall be 
delivered him, Forasmuch as this 
people draw near unto me with their 
mouth, and with their lips do honour 
me, but have removed their hearts far 
from me, and their fear toward me is 
taught by the preoepts of men, there¬ 
fore I will proceed to do a marvellous 
work among this people; yea, a mar¬ 
vellous work and a wonder; for the 
wisdom of their wise and loarnod 
shall porish, and the understanding 
of the prudent shall ho hid. 

27 And woe unto them that seek 
deep to hide their oounsel from the 
Lord. And their works are in the 
dark; and they say. Who seeth ui 
and who knoweth us ? And they alsc 
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say, Surely, your turning of things 
upeido down shall he esteemed as the 
potter'B clay. 

28 But behold, I will show unto 
them, saith the Lord of hosts, that I 
know all their works. For, shall the 
work say of him that made it, He 
made me not? or shall the thing 
framed say of him that framed it, He 
had no understanding 7 

29 But behold, saith the Lord of 
hosts, I will show unto the children 
of men, that it is not yet a very little 
while, and Lebanon shall be turned 
into a fruitful field; and the fruitful 
field shall he esteemed as a forest. 

30 And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the words of the book ; and the 
eyes of the blind shall see out of ob- 
sourity and out of darkness; and the 
meek also shall increase, and their 
joy shall be in the Lord; and the 
poor among men shall rejoice in the 
Holy One of Israel. 

31 For, assuredly as the Lord liveth, 
they shall see that the terrible one is 
brought to naught, and the scorner is 
consumed, and all that watch for in¬ 
iquity are cut off, and they that 
make a man an offender for a word, 
and lay a snare for him that reprov- 
eth in the gate, and turn aside the 
just for a thing of naught. 

32 Therefore, thus s&ith the Lord 
who redeemed Abraham concerning 
the house of Jacob, Jacob shall not 
now be ashamed, neither shall his 
faoe now wax pale; but when he 
seeth his ohildren, the work of my 
hands, in the midBt of him, they shall 
sanctify my name, and sanctify the 
Holy One of Jaooh, and shall fear the 
God of Israel. They also that erred 
in spirit shall oomo to understanding, 
and they that murmured shall learn 
dootrine. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

The prophet threateneth the people—God*t 
wrath, and the people’t jap. 

OE to the rebellious children, 
saith the Lord, that take coun¬ 
sel, but not of me; and that cover 
with a covering, but not of my Spirit, 
that they may add sin to sin; 

2 That walk to go down into Egypt, 
and have not asked at my mouth ; to 
strengthen themselves in the strength 
of Pharaoh, and to trust in the shad¬ 
ow of Egypt 1 


3 Therefore shall the strength of 
Pharaoh be your shame, and the trust 
in the shadow of Egypt your confu¬ 
sion. 

4 For his princes were at Zoan, and 
his ambassadors came to Hanes. 

5 They were all ashamed of a peo¬ 
ple that could not profit them, nor be 
a help nor profit, bat a shame, and 
also a reproach. 

6 The burden of the beasts of the 
south ; Into the land of trouble and 
anguish, from whence come the young 
and old lion, the viper and fiery fly¬ 
ing serpent, they will carry their 
riches upon the shoulders }f young 
asses, and their treasures upon the 
hunches of camels, to a people that 
shall not profit them. 

7 For tho Egyptians shall help in 
vain, and to no purpose ; therefore 
have I cried concerning this, Their 
strength is to sit still. 

8 Now go, write it before them in a 
table, and note it in a book, that it 
may be for the time to come for ever 
and ever; 

9 That this is a rebellious people, 
lying children, ohildren that will not 
hear the law of the Lord ; 

10 Which say to the seers, See not; 
and to the prophets, Prophesy not 
unto us right things, speak unto u* 
smooth things, prophesy deceits; 

11 Get you out of tho way, turn 
aside out of the path, oanse the Holy 
One of Israel to cease from before us. 

12 Wherefore thus saith the Holy 
One of Israel, Because ye despise this 
word, and trust in oppression and 
perverseness, and stay tnereon ; 

13 Therefore this iniquity shall bo to 
you as a breach ready to fall, swelling 
out in a high wail, whose breaking 
cometb suddenly at an instant. 

14 And he shall break it as the 
broaking of the pottors’ vessel that 
is broken in pieces; he shall not 
spare; so that thero shall not be 
found in the bursting of it a sherd to 
take firo from the hearth, or to take 
water withal out of the pit. 

15 For thus saith the Lord God, the 
Holy One of Israel; In returning and 
rest shall ye be saved; in quietuoss 
and in confidence shall be your 
strength; and yo would not. 

16 But ye said, No; for we will flee 
upon horses; therefore shall ye flee; 
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and, We will ride upon the swift; 
therefore shall they that pursue yon 
be Bwift. 

17 One thousand shall flee at the 
rebuke of one; at the rebuke of five 
shall ye flee; till yo be left as a bea- 
oon upon tho top of a mountain, and 
as an ensign on a bill. 

18 And therefore will the Lord wait, 
that he may be gracious unto you, 
and Lborcforo will he be exalted, that 
be may have moroy upon you; for 
the Lord is a God of judgment; 
blessed are all they that wait for him. 

19 For the peoplo shall dwell in 
Zion at Jerusalem; thou shall weep 
no more; he will be very gracious unto 
thee at the voice of thy ory; when he 
shall hoar it, he will answer thee. 

20 And though tho Lord give you 
the bread of adversity, and tho water 
of affliotiou, yel shall not thy tcachors 
be removed into a corner any moro, 
but thine eyes shall see thy teaohors; 

21 And thine ears shall hoar a word 
behind thee, saying, This is the way, 
walk ye in it, when ye turn to the 
rigliL hand, and when yo turn to the 
left. 

22 Ye shall defile also the covering 
of thy graven imagos of Bilvor, and 
the ornament of thy molten imagos 
of gold ; thou Bhall oast them away 
as a menstruous cloth; thou shalt 
say unto it, Get thee hence. 

23 Them shall he give tho min of 
thy seed, that thou shalt sow tho 
ground withal; and bread of the in¬ 
crease of tho earth, and it shall ho 
fat and plenteous; in that day shall 
thy cattlo feed in large pastures. 

24 Tho oxen likewise and tho young 
asses that ear the ground shall oat 
olean provendor, which hath been 
winnowed with the shovel and with 
the fan. 

25 And there shall he upon every 
high mountain, and upon every high 
hill, rivers and streams of waters in 
the day of the great slaughter, when 
the towors fall. 

20 M oreover tho light of the moon 
shall be as the light of the Bun, and 
the light of the sun shall be soven- 
fold, as tho light of seven days, in 
the day that the Lord bindeth up the 
hreaoh of bis peoplo, and healetn the 
stroke of their wound. 

27 Behold, the name of the Lord 


oometh from far, hurning with his 
angor, and the burden thereof is 
heavy; his lips are full of indignation, 
and his tongue as a devouring fire; 

28 And his breath, as an overflow¬ 
ing stream, shall reaob <o the midst 
of the neok, to sift the nations with 
tho sieve of vanity; and there shall 
bo a bridle in the jaws of the people, 
causing them to err. 

29 Ye shall have a song, as in the 
night when a holy solemnity is kept; 
and gladness of heart, as when one 
goeth with a pipe to oome nnto the 
mountain of the Lord, to the Mighty 
One of Israel. 

30 And the Lord shall cause his 
glorious voice to he heard, and shall 
show the lighting down of his arm, 
with the indignation of his anger, 
and with the flame of a devouring 
firo, with soattering, and tempest, 
and hailstones. 

31 For through the voice of the 
Lord shall the Assyrian be heaten 
down, which smote with a rod. 

32 And in every place where the 
grounded staff shall pass, which the 
Lord shall lay upon him, it shall be 
with tabrets and harps ; and in bat¬ 
tles of shaking will he fight with it. 

33 For Tophet is ordained of old; 
yea, for the king it is prepared; he 
bath made it deep and large; the 
pile thereof is fire and much wood; 
the breath of the Lord, like a stream 
of brimstone, doth kindle it. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

Folly in forsaking God—Rrpmianat urgmL 

W OE to them that go down to 
Egypt for help; and stay on 
horses, and trust in onariots, because 
thoy are many; and in horsemen, be- 
causo thoy are very strong ; bnt thoy 
look not unto the Holy One of Israel, 
neither seek the Lord. 

2 Yet he also is wise, and will bring 
evil, and will not oall back his words; 
but will arise against the honse of 
the evil-doers, and against the help 
of them that work iniquity, 

3 Now the Egyptians are men, and 
not God; and their horses flesh, and 
not spirit. When the Lord shall 
stretch out his hand, both he that 
hclpeth shall fall, and he that is 
hoi pen shall fall down, and they all 
shall fall together. 

4 For thus hath the Lord spoken 
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onto me, Like as the lion and the 
young lion roaring on hie prey, when 
a multitude of shepherds is called 
forth agaioBt him, he will not be 
afraid of their voice, nor abase him¬ 
self for the noise of them; bo Bhall 
the Lord of hosts oome down to fight 
for mount Zion, and for the hill 
thereof. 

5 Ab birdfl flying, bo will the Lord 
of hosts defend Jerusalem ; defend¬ 
ing also be will deliver it; and pass¬ 
ing over be will preserve it.. 

0 Turn ye unto him from whom the 
obildren of Israel have deeply re¬ 
volted. 

7 For in that day every man shall 
cast away bis idols of silver, and bis 
idols of gold, which your own bands 
have made unto you for a sin. 

8 Then shall the Assyrian fall with 
the sword, not of a mighty man; 
and the sword, not of a mean man, 
shall devour him; but be shall flee 
from the sword, and his young men 
shall be discomfited. 

9 And be shall pass over to his 
strong hold for fear, and bis princes 
shall be afraid of the ensign, saith 
the "Lord, whose fire is in Zion, and 
his furnace in Jerusalem. 

CHAPTER xxxn. 

Christs kingdom—Desolation foreshown — 
Restoration promised. 

Eli OLD, a King shall reign in 
righteousness, and prinoes shall 
rule in judgment. 

2 And a man Bhall be as a biding- 

f ilaoe from the wind, and a oovert 
rom the tempest; as rivers of wator 
in a dry place, as the shadow of a 
great rook in a weary land. 

3 And the eyes of them that see 
shall not be dim, and the oars of 
them that hear shall hearken. 

4 The heart also of the rash shall 
understand knowledge, and the tongue 
of the stammerers shall be ready to 
speak plainly. 

6 The vile person shall be no more 
called liberal, nor the churl said to be 
bountiful. 

6 For the vile person will speak 
rillany, and his heart will work in- 
Iqnity, to praotise hypoorisy, and to 
ntter error against the Lord, to make 
empty the soul of the hungry; and 
he will oause the drink of the thirsty 
*o fail. 


7 The instruments also of the churl 
are evil; he deviseth wicked devices 
to destroy the poor with lying words, 
even when the needy speaketh right. 

8 But the liberal deviseth liberal 
things; and by liberal things shall 
he stand. 

9 Rise up, ye women that are at 
ease; hear my voice, ye careless 
daughters; give ear onto my speech. 

10 Many days and years shall ye 
be troubled, ye careless women; for 
the vintage shall fail, the gathering 
shall not come. 

11 Tremble, ye women that are at 
ease ; he troubled, ye careless o: es ; 
Btrip yon, and make yon bare, and 
gird sackcloth upon your loins. 

12 They shall lament for the teats, 
for the pleasant fields, for the fruitful 
vine. 

13 Upon the land of my people 
shall come up thorns and briers ; yea, 
upon all the houses of joy in the joy¬ 
ous city. 

14 Because the palaces shall he for¬ 
saken ; the bouses of the city shall 
be left desolate ; the forts and towers 
shall be for dens for ever, a joy of 
wild asses, a pasture of flocks ; 

15 Until the Spirit be poured upon 
us from on high, and the wilderness 
be a fruitful field, and the fruitful 
field be counted for a forest. 

16 Then judgment shall dwell in 
the wilderness, and righteousness re¬ 
main in the fruitful field. 

17 And the work of righteousness 
shall be peace; and the effect of 
righteousness, quietness and assur¬ 
ance for ever. 

18 And my people shall dwell in a 
peaceable habitation, and in sure 
dwellings, and in quiet resting-places; 

19 When it shall hail, coming down 
on the forest; and the city shall be 
low in a low place. 

20 Blessed are ye that sow heside 
all waters, that send forth thithor the 
feet of the ox and the ass. 

A CHAPTER XXXIII. 

(Jnd’t judgment against the wicked — The 
privileges of the godly. 

OE to thee that spoilest, and 
thou wast not spoiled; and 
dealest treacherously, and they dealt 
not treaohcrously with thee! when 
thou shall ooase to spoil, thou shaJt be 
spoiled; and when thou shalt make 
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•d end lo deal treacherously, they 
shall deal treacherously with thee. 

2 0 Lord, ho gracious unto us; wo 
have waited for thee; be thou thoir 
arm every morning, their salvation 
also in the time of trouble. 

3 At the noise of the tumult the 
people fled; at the lifting up of thy¬ 
self the nations were scattered. 

4 And your spoil shall he gathered 
like the gathering of the caterpillar; 
ae the running to and fro of locusts 
shall he run upon them. 

5 The Lord is exalted ; for he dwell- 
eth on high; he hath filled Zion with 
judgment and righteousness. 

6 And wisdom and knowledge shall 
be the stability of thy times, and 
streDglb of salvation; the fear of 
the Lord is his treasure. 

7 Behold, thoir valiant ones shall 
ory without; the ambassadors of pcaoe 
shall weep bitterly. 

8 The highways lie waBte, the way¬ 
faring man oeaseth; he bath broken 
the oovenant, he hath despised tho 
oities, he regardeth no man. 

9 The earth mourneth and languish- 
oth ; Lebanon is ashamed and hewn 
down; Sharon is like a wilderness; 
and Bashao and Carmel shake off 
their fruits. 

10 Now will I rise, saith the Lord; 
now will I be exalted; now will I lift 
□p myself. 

11 Ye Bhall conceive chaff, ye shall 
bring forth stubble; your breath, as 
fire, shall devour you. 

12 And tho people shall be as the 
burnings of lime; as thorns out up 
shall they be burned in the firo. 

13 Hear, yo that are far off, whal 
I have done; and, yo that are near, 
acknowledge my might. 

14 The sinners in Zion are afraid; 
Tearfulness hath surprised the hypo¬ 
crites. Who among us shall dwoll 
with the devouring fire? who among 
us shall dwell with everlasting burn¬ 
ings 7 

15 lie that walketh righteously, 
and speakelh uprightly; he that de- 
spisetn the gain of oppressions, that 
snaketh bis hands from holding of 
bribes, that stoppeth his ears from 
bearing of blood, and shutteth bis 
eyes from seeing ovil; 

16 He shall dwell on high; his plaoe 
of defenoo shall ho tho muuitions of 
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rocks; bread shall be givon him; hli 
walcrs shall be sure. 

17 Thine eyes shall see the King in 
hie beauty; they shall behold the 
land that is very far off. 

18 Thine heart shall meditate ter¬ 
ror. Where is the scribe ? where is 
the reoeiver? where is he that counted 
in the towers ? 

19 Thou shalt not see a fierce peo¬ 
ple, a people of a deeper speech than 
thou canst perceive; of a stammer¬ 
ing tongue, that thou canst not un¬ 
derstand. 

20 Look upon Zion, the city of our 
solemnities; thine eyes shall see Je¬ 
rusalem a quiet habitation, a taber¬ 
nacle that shall not be taken down; 
not one of tho stakes thereof shall 
ever be romoved, neither shall any 
of the cords thereof be broken. 

21 But there the glorious Lord will 
be unto us a plaoe of broad rivers 
and streams; wherein shall go no 
galley with oars, neither shall gal¬ 
lant ship pass thereby. 

22 For the Lord is our judge, the 
Lord is our lawgiver, the Lord is our 
King; he will save us. 

23 Thy tacklings are loosed; they 
could not well strengthen their mast; 
they could not spread the sail; then 
is the prey of a great spoil divided; 
the lame take the prey. 

24 And the inhabitant shall not 
say, I am siok ; the people that dwell 
therein shall be forgiven their in¬ 
iquity. 

CHAPTER XXXIV. 

The judgments of Ood — The book cf the 
Lord. 

OME near, ye nations, to hear; 
and hearken, ye people; let the 
oarth hear, and all that is therein; 
the world, and all things that come 
forth of it. 

2 For the indignation of the Lord 
is upon all nations, and his fury upon 
all their armies; he hath utterly de¬ 
stroyed them, he hath delivered them 
to the slaughter. 

3 Thoir slain also shall be oast out, 
and their stink shall oome up out of 
thoir oaroassos, and the mountains 
shall be meltod with their hlood. 

4 And all the host of heaven shall 
be dissolved, and the heavens shall 
be rolled together as a scroll; and all 
their Iim-i shall fall down, aB the loaf 
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fallelh off from the vine, and as a 
falling fig from the fig tree. 

5 For my sword shall be bathed in 
heaven; behold, it shall come down 
upon Idumea, and upon the people 
of my onrso, to judgment. 

0 The sword of the Lord is filled 
with blood, it is made fat with fat¬ 
ness, and with the blood of lambs 
and goals, wffn the fat of the kid¬ 
neys of rams; for the Lord hath a 
sacrifice in Bozrah, and a great 
slaughter in the land ef Idumea. 

7 And the unicorns shall come down 
with them, and the bullocks with the 
bulls; and their land shall he soaked 
with blood, and their dust made fat 
with fatness. 

8 For it is the day of the Lord’s 
vengeance, and the year of recom¬ 
penses for tho controversy of Zion. 

9 And the streams thereof shall be 
turned into pitch, and the dust thereof 
into brimstone, and the land thereof 
shall become burning pitch, 

10 It shall not he quonohed night 
nor day; the smoke thereof shall go 
up for ever; from generation to gene¬ 
ration it shall lie waste; none shall 
pass through it for ever and ever. 

11 But the cormorant and tho bit¬ 
tern shall possess it; the owl also 
and the raven shall dwell in it; and 
he shall stretch out upon it the line 
of confusion, and the stones of empti¬ 
ness. 

12 They Bh&ll call the nobles there¬ 
of to the kingdom, but none shall be 
there, and all her princes shall be 
nothing. 

13 And thorns shall come up in her 
palaces, nettles and brambles in the 
fortresses thereof; and it shall be a 
habitation of dragons, and a court 
for owls. 

14 The wild beasts of the desert 
shall also meot with the wild beasts 
of the island, and the satyr shall cry 
to his fellow; the screech owl also 
shall rest there, and find for hersolf 
a place of rest. 

15 There shall the great owl make 
her nest, and lay, and hatch, and 
gather under her shadow ; there shall 
the vultures also be gathered, every 
one with her mate. 

16 Seek ye out of the book of the 
Lord, and read the names written 
therein ; no one of those shall fail; 


none shall want their mate; for my 
mouth it hath commanded, and my 
Spirit it hath gathered them. 

17 And I have cast the lot for them, 
and I have divided it unto them by 
line; they shall possess it forever; 
from generation to generation they 
shall dwell therein. 

CHAPTER XXXV. 

The flourishing of Christ’’t kingdom. 
HE wilderness and the solitary 
place shall be glad for them; and 
the desert shall rejoice, and blossom 
as the rose. 

2 It shall blossom abundantly, and 
rejoice even with joy and singing; 
the glory of Lebanon shall be given 
unto it, the excellency of Carmel and 
Sharon; they shall sec the glory of 
the Lord, and the excellency of oar 
God. 

3 Strengthen ye the weak hands, 
and confirm the feeble knees. 

4 Say to them that are of a fearful 
heart. Be strong, fear not; behold, 
jour God will come with vengeance, 
even God with a recompense ; he will 
come and save you. 

5 Then the eyes of the blind shall 
be opened, and the ears of the deaf 
shall be unstopped. 

6 Then shall the lame man leap as 
a hart, and the tongno of the dumb 
sing; for in the wilderness shall 
waters break out, and Btreams in the 
desert. 

7 And the parohed ground shall 
become a pool, and the thirsty land 
springs of water; in the habitation 
of dragons, where eaoh lay, shall be 
grass with reeds and rushes. 

8 And a highway shall be there; 
for a way shall be oast up, and it 
6hall be called the way of holiness. 
The unclean shall not pass over upon 
it; but It shall be oast up for those 
who are olean, and the wayfaring 
men, though they are accounted fools, 
Bhall not err therein. 

9 No Hon shall be there, nor anj 
ravenous beast shall go up thereon, 
it shall not be found there; but the 
redeemed shall walk thore ; 

10 And the ransomed of the Lord 
shall return, and oome to Zion with 
songs and everlasting joy upon their 
heads; they shall obtain joy and 
gladness, and sorrow and sighing 
shall flee awav. 
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CHAPTER XXXVI. 
Srunacfitrib invadeth Judah. 

OW it came to pass in the four¬ 
teenth year of king Ilozekinh, 
that Sennacherib king of Assyria 
came up against all the defenced 
cities of Judah, aud took them. 

2 And tho king of Assyria sent 
Rabshakeh from Laohish to Jorusa- 
Icin unto king Uczekiah with a great 
army. And bo stood by tho conduit 
of tho upper pool in the highway of 
the fuller’s field. 

3 Then onuie forth unto him Elia- 
kim, Ililkiah's son, whioh was over 
tho house, and Shebna tho eoribe, and 
Joah, Asaph’s son, the reoorder. 

4 And Rabshakeh said unto them, 
Say ye now to Uozekiab, Thus saith 
the groat king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest ? 

5 I say, thy words are but vain when 
thou snyost, I have counsel aod 
strength for war. Now, on whom dost 
thou trust that thou robelleet against 
me ? 

0 Lo, thou trustest in tho staff of 
this broken rood, on Egypt; whereon 
if a man lean, it will go into his 
hand, and piorce it; so is Pharaoh 
king of Egypt to all that trust in him. 

7 But if thou say to me, Wo trust 
to tho Lord our God; is it not he, 
whoso high placos and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and Baid 
to Judah and to Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar? 

8 Now tborofore give pledges, I 
pray thee, to my master tho king of 
Assyria, and I will give Ihco two 
thousand horses, if thou be able on 
thy part lo sot riders upon thorn. 

9 How then wilt thou turn away the 
face of one captain of the least of my 
master's servants, and putthy truston 
B gyr t for ohariotB and for horsemen ? 

10 And am I now oomo up without 
tho Lord against this land to destroy 
it? the Lord said unto me, Go up 
against this land, and destroy it. 

11 Tbon said Eliukiin and Shobna 
and Joah unto Rabshakoh, Speak, I 

ray thee, unto thy servants in the 

yriaD language; for we understand 
it; and speak not to us in tho Jowb’ 
language, in the cars of the people 
that are on the wall. 

12 But Rabshakeh said, Hath my 
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muster sent mo to thy inastor and to 
Ihec to speak these words? hath he 
not sent me to the men that sit upon 
the wall, that they may eat their own 
dung, and drink their own piss with 
you ? 

13 Then Rabshakeh stood, and cried 
with a loud voioe in the Jews’ 
languago, and said, Hear ye the words 
of the great king, the king of Assyria. 

14 Thus eailh the king, Lot not 
Hezekiah deceive yon; for he shall 
not be able to deliver yon. 

15 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lord, saying, The Lord 
will surely deliver us; this city shall 
not be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Assyria. 

10 Hearken not to nezokiah; for 
thus saith tho king of Assyria, Make 
an agreement with me by a present, 
and come out to me; and eat ye every 
one of his vine, and every one of his 
fig tree, and drink ye every one the 
waters of his own cistern; 

17 Until I come and take you away 
lo a land like your own land, a land 
of aorn and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards. 

18 Beware lest nezokiah persuade 
you, saying, The Lord will deliver 
us. Hath any of the gods of the 
nations delivered his land out of the 
hand of the king of Assyria? 

19 Where are the gods of Hamath 
and Arpad ? where are the gods of 
Sepbarvaim ? and havo they delivered 
Samaria out of my hand ? 

20 Who are they among all the gods 
of these lands, that have delivered 
their land out of my hand, that the 
Lord should deliver Jerusalem out 
of my hand ? 

21 But they held th >ir peaoe, and 
answered him not a word; for the 
king’s commandment was, saying, 
Answer him not. 

22 Then came Eliakim, the son of 
Ililkiah, that was over the household, 
and Shebna the soribe, and Joah, the 
son of Asaph, the recorder, to Heze- 
kiah with their olothes rent, and told 
him tho words of Rabshakeh. 

CHAPTER XXXVII. 
fftteJeiah't prayer — Ttaiah’t prophecy qfttu 

destruction qf Sennacherib — An angel 

tlayclh the Auyrians. 

ND it oame lo paBS. when king 
Hezekiah heard it, that he rent 
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his clothes, and covered himself with 
•aokcloth, and went into the house of 
the Lord. 

2 And he sent Eliakim, who was 
over the household, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, unto Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amuz. 

3 And they said unto him, Thus 
aaith Hczeki&h, This day is a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and of bias- 
phemy ; for the children are come to 
the birth, and there is not strength 
to bring forth. 

4 It may be the Lord thy God will 
hear the wordB of Rabshakeh, whom 
the king of Assyria his master hath 
sent to reproach the living God, and 
will reprove the words which the 
Lord thy God hath heard; wherefore 
lift up thy prayer for the remnant 
that is left. 

5 So the servants of king Uezekiah 
oame to Isaiah. 

6 And Isaiah said unto them. Thus 
shall ye say unto your master, Thus 
saith the Lord, Be not afraid of the 
words that thou hast heard, where¬ 
with the servants of the king of 
Assyria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, I will send a blast upon 
him, and he shall hear a rumour, 
and return to hiB own land; and I 
will cauBe him to fall by the Bword 
in his own land. 

6 So Rabshakeh returned, and found 
the king of Assyria warring against 
Libnah ; for he had heard that he 
waB departed from Lachish. 

0 And he heard say concerning 
Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, He is 
eome forth to make war with thee. 
And when he heard it, he sent mes¬ 
sengers to Uozokiah, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy 
God, in whom thou trueteat, deocive 
theo, saying, Jerusalem shall not be 
given into the hand of the king of 
Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what 
the kings of Assyria have done to all 
lands by destroying them utterly; 
and sh&lt thou be delivered ? 

12 Have the ^ Is of the nations 
delivered them w* .ioh my fathers have 
destroyed, as Qosan, and Haran, and 
Reeeph, and the ohildren of Eden 
vhioh were in Telassar? 


13 Wln-re is the king of Hamath, 
and the king of Arpad ? and the king 
of the city of Sepharvaim, Hena, and 
Ivah ? 

14 And Hezekiah received the letter 
from the hand of the messengers, and 
read it; and Hezekiah went up nnto 
the house of the Lord, and spread i( 
before the Lord. 

15 And Hezekiah prayed unto the 
Lord, saying, 

16 0 Lord of hosts, God of Israel, 
that dwellest between the cherubim, 
thou art the God, even thoo alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth; thou 
hast made heaven and earth. 

17 Incline thine ear, 0 Lord, and 
hear; open thine eyes, 0 Lord, aod 
see; and hear all the words of Sen- 
nacherib, which he hath sent to re¬ 
proach the living God. 

16 Of a truth, Lord, the kings of 
Assyria have laid waste all the 
nations, and their countries, 

19 And have oast their gods into 
the fire; for they were no gods, but 
the work of men's hands, wood and 
stone; therefore they have destroyed 
them. 

20 Now therefore, 0 Lord onr God, 
save us from his hand, that all lb* 
kingdoms of the earth may know 
that thou art the Lord, even thou onh . 

21 Then Isaiah the son of Amoi 
sent unto IlezekiAh, saying, Thu* 
saith the Lord God of Israel, where¬ 
as thou hast prayed to me against 
Sennacherib king of Assyria; 

22 This is the word which the Lord 
hath spoken concerning him; Tho 
virgin, the daughter of Zion, bath 
despised thee, and laughed thee to 
scorn; the daughter of Jerusalem 
hath shaken her head at thee. 

23 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voioe, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against th« 
Holy One of Israel. 

24 By thy servants hast thou re¬ 
proached the Lord, and hast said, 
By tho multitude of my chariots am 
I come up to the height of the moun¬ 
tains, to the sides of Lebanon ; and I 
will out down the tall cedars thereof, 
and the choice fir trees thereof; and 
I will enter into the height of his 
border, and the forest of his Carmel. 

I 25 I have digged, and drunk water; 
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and with tho sole of my feet have I 
dried up all tho rivers of the besieged 
placos. 

20 Hast thou not heard long ago, 
how I have done it; and of ancient 
times, that I have formed it? now 
have I brought it to pass, that thou 
ihouldcst be to lay waste defenced 
cities into ruinous heaps. 

27 Therefore their inhabitants were 
of small power, they wore dismayed 
and oonfounded; they were as the 
grass of Lhc field, and as the green 
herb, as the grass on tho housetops, 
and as corn blasted bofore it bo 
grown up. 

28 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and 
thy rage against mo. 

29 lleeauso thy rage against me, 
and thy tumult, is oorno up into mine 
ears, therefore will I put my hook in 
thy nose, and my bridlo in thy lips, 
and I will turn thee back by the way 
by which thou earnest. 

30 And this shall be a sign unto 
thee, Ye shall eat this year such as 
groweth of itself; and tho second year 
that which springeth of the same; 
and in the third year sow ye, and 
reap, and plant vineyards, and eat 
the fruit thereof. 

31 And the ramnant that is escaped 
of tho house of Judah Bhall again 
tako root downward, and boar fruit 
upward; 

32 For out of Jerusalem shall go 
forth a remnant; and they that escape 
out of Jerusalem Bhall come up upon 
mount Zion; the seal of the Lora of 
hosts Bhall do this. 

33 Thorefore thus saith the Lord 
ooncorning tho king of Assyria, Ho 
shall not come into this city, nor 
shoot an arrow thero, nor oome bo- 
foro it with shields, nor oast a bank 
against it. 

34 By the way that he came, by tbo 
same shall he return, and shall not 
oome into this city, saith the Lord. 

35 For I will defend this oily to 
save it for mine own sake, and for 
my servant David’s sako. 

36 Then tho angel of tho Lord wont 
forth, and smote in the camp of the 
Assyrians a hundred and four-soore 
and five thousand, and when they who 
were left arose, early in tho morning, 
behold, they wore all dead corpses. 


37 So Sennacherib king of Assyria 
departed, and went and returned, and 
dwelt at Nineveh. 

38 And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch 
his god, that Adrammeleoh and Sha- 
rezer bis sons smote him with tho 
sword; and they escaped into the 
land of Armenia; and Es&r-haddon 
his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 
flueJciah hath hit lift lengthened—Bit tang 
of thanksgiving. 

N those dayB was Ilezekiah sick 
unto death. And Isaiah the pro* 

het tho son of Amoz came unto 

im, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lord, Set thiDe house in order; 
for thou ehalt die, and not live. 

2 Then Ilezekiah turned his face 
toward the wall, and prayed unto the 
Lord 

3 And said, Remember now, 0 Lord, 
I beseech thee, how I have walked 
bofore thee in truth and with a per¬ 
fect heart; and havo done that which 
is good in thy sight. And Ilezekiah 
wept sore. 

4 Then came the word of the Lord 
to Isaiah, saying, 

5 Go, and say to Hezokiah, Thus 
saith the Lord, the God of David thy 
father, I have heard thy prayer, I 
have seen thy tears; hehold, I will 
add unto thy days fifteen years. 

6 And I will deliver thee and this 
city out of the hand of the king of 
Assyria; and I will defend the city. 

7 And this shall be a sign unto thee 
from tho Lord, that the Lord will do 
this thing that he hath spoken ; 

8 Bohold, 1 will bring again the 
shadow of the degrees, whioh is gone 
down in the sun-dial of Ahaz, ten 
degrees b&ekward. So the sun re¬ 
turned ton degrees, by whioh degrees 
it was gono down. 

9 The writing of Hezekiah king of 
Judah, when ho had been siok, and 
was recovered of his sickness ; 

10 1 said in the cutting off of my 
days, I shall go to the gates of the 
grave; I am deprived of the residue 
of my years. 

Ill said, I shall not see tho Lord, 
even tho Lord, in the land of the 
living; I shall bohold man no more 
with the inhabitants of the world. 

12 Mine age is departed, and is re- 
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moved from me ad a shepherd’s tent; 
I have cut ofi like a weaver my life; 
he will cut me off with pining sick¬ 
ness ; from day even to night wilt 
thou make an end of me. 

13 I reckoned till morning, that, as 
a Hon, so will he hreak all my bones; 
from day even to night wilt thou 
make an end of me. 

14 Like a crane or swallow, so did 
I chatter; I did mourn as a dove; 
mine eyes fail with looking upward; 
0 Lord, I am oppressed ; undertake 
for me. 

15 What shall I say? he hath both 
spoken unto me, and himself hath 
healed me. I shall go softly all my 
years, that I may not walk in the 
bitternesss of my soul. 

16 0 Lord, thou who art the life of 
my spirit, in whom I live; so wilt 
thou recover me, and make me to 
live; and in all these things will I 
praise thee. 

17 Behold, I had great bitterness 
instead of peace, but thou hast in 
love to my soul, saved me from the 
pit of corruption, for thou hast oast 
all my sins behind thy back. 

18 For the grave cannot praise thee, 
death cannot celebrate thee; they 
that go down into the pit cannot 
hope for thy truth. 

19 The living, the living, he shall 
praise thee, as 1 do this day; the 
father to the ohildren shall make 
known thy truth. 

20 The Lord was ready to save me; 
therefore we will sing my songs to 
the stringed instruments all the days 
of our life in the house of the Lord. 

21 For Isaiah had said, Let them take 
a lump of figs, and lay it for a plaster 
upon the hoil, and ho shall recover. 

22 Hezekiah also had said, What is 
the sign that I shall go up to the 
house of the Lord 7 

CHAPTER XXXIX. 

Isaiah foreteUelh the Babylonian captivity. 
T that time Merodach-baladan, 
the son of Baladan, king of 
Babylon, sent letters and a present 
to Hezekiah; for he had heard that 
he had boon sick, and was reoovored. 
2 And Hezekiah was glad of them, 
and showed them tho house of his 
precious things, the silver, and tho 
gold, and the spices, and the pre- 
eious ointment, and all tho house of 


his armour, aud all that was found 
in his treasures; there was nothing 
in his house, nor in all his dominion, 
that Hezekiah showed him not. 

3 Then came Isaiah the prophet 
unto kiDg Hezekiah, and said unto 
him, What said these men? and 
from whence came they unto thee ? 
And Hezekiah said, They are come 
from a far country unto me, e^en 
from Babylon. 

4 Then said he, What have they 
seen in thino bouse? And Hezekiah 
answered, All that is in mine house 
have they seen; there is nothing 
among my treasures that I have 
showed them. 

5 Then said Isaiah to Hezekiah, 
Hear the word of the Lord of hosts; 

6 Behold, the dftys come, that all 
that is in thine house, and that which 
thy fathers have laid up in store until 
this day, shall be carried to Babylon ; 
nothing shall be left, saith the Lord. 

7 And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thcc, which thou shalt beget, 
shall they take away; and they shall 
be ounuchs in the palace of the king 
of Babylon. 

9 Then said Hezekiah to Isaiah, 
Good is the word of the Lord which 
thou hast spoken. He said more¬ 
over, For there shall be peace and 
truth in my days. 

CHAPTER XL. 

The preaching of the gospel. 
OMFORT ye, oomfort ye my peo¬ 
ple, saith your God. 

2 Speak ye comfortably to Jerusa¬ 
lem, and cry unto her, that her war¬ 
fare is accomplished, that her in¬ 
iquity Is pardoned; for she hath re¬ 
ceived of tho Lord's hand douhle for 
all her sins. 

3 The voice of him that orieth in 
the wildorness, Prepare ye the way 
of the Lord, make straight in the 
desert a highway for our God. 

4 Every valley shall be exalted, and 
every mountain and hill shall bo 
mado low; and the orooked shall be 
mado straight, and the rough plaoei 
plain ; 

5 And the glory of the Lord shall 
be revealed, and all flesh shall see it 
together; for the mouth of the Lord 
hath spoken it. 

6 The voice said. Cry. And he said, 
What shall I cry ? All fiesh is grass. 
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and all the goodlincss thereof is as 
the tlower of the Held ; 

7 The grae* wilhcrclh, the flower 
fadeth ; because the Spirit of the Lord 
blowctb upon it; surely the people is 
grass. 

8 Tho grass witbereth, the flower 
fudelb ; but the word of our Qod shall 
stand for over. 

0 0 Zion, that bringost good tidings, 
get thee up into the high mountain ; 
0 Jerusalem, that bringest good tid¬ 
ings, lift up thy voice with strength; 
lift it up, be Dot afraid; say unto the 
oilics of Judah, Behold your Qod ! 

10 Dehold, the Lord Qod will come 
with strong hand, and his arm shall 
rulo for him; behold, his reward is 
with him, and his work before him. 

11 lie shall feed his flock like a 
shepherd; he shall g&tbcr tho lambs 
with his arm, and carry them in his 
bosom, and Bhall gently lend those 
that are with young. 

12 Who hath measured the waters 
in the hollow of his hand, and meted 
out heavon with tho span, and com¬ 
prehended the dust of the earth in a 
measure, and weighed the mountains 
in scales, and the hills in a balance ? 

13 Who hath directed the Spirit of 
the Lord, or being his counsellor hath 
taught him ? 

14 With whom took be oounBel, and 
who instructed him, and taught him 
in tho path of judgment, and taught 
him kuowledgo, and showed to him 
the way of understanding ? 

16 Behold, the nations are as a drop 
of a bucket, and are counted as the 
small dust of the balance; bohold, 
he takelh up the isles as a vory little 
thing. 

10 And Lebanon is not suffioient to 
burn, nor the beasts thereof suffioient 
for a burnt offering. 

17 All nations before him are as 
nothing; and they are counted to 
him less than nothing, and vanity. 

18 To whom then will ye liken Qod ? 
or what likeness will ye oompare unto 
him ? 

19 The workman mclleth a graven 
imago, and the goldsmith spreadeth 
it over with gold, and oasteth ailvor 
chains. 

20 Ho that is so impoverished that 
he hath no oblation ohoosoth a tree 
that will not rot; he seeketh unto 
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him a ounning workman to propare a 
graven image, that shall not be moved 

21 Have ye not known ? have ye 
not heard? hath it not been told yon 
from the beginning? have ye not 
understood from tho foundations of 
the earth ? 

22 It is he that sitteth upon the 
circle of the earth, and the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof are as grasshoppers ? 
that strotuheih out the heavens as a 
curtain, and spreadeth them out as a 
tent to dwell in ; 

23 That bringeth the princes to 
nothing; ho maketh the judges of 
tho earth as vanity. 

24 Yea, they shall not be planted; 
yea, they shall not be bowu ; yea, their 
stock shall not take root in the earth ; 
and ho Bhall also blow upon them, 
and they shall wither, and the whirl¬ 
wind shall take them away as stubble. 

25 To whom then will ye liken me, 
or shall I be equal? saith the Holy 
One. 

26 Lift up your eyes ou high, and 
behold who hath created these things, 
that bringeth ont their host by num¬ 
ber; he ciallelb them all by names hy 
the greatness of his might, for that he 
is strong in power; not one faileth. 

27 Why sayest thou, 0 Jacob, and 
speakest, 0 Israel, My way is hid 
from (he Lord, and my judgment is 
passed over from my Qod ? 

28 Hast thou not known ? hast thou 
not heard, that the everlasting God, 
the Lord, tho Creator of the ends of 
tho earth, fainteth not, neither is 
weary? there is no searohing of his 
understanding. 

29 He giveth power to the faint; 
and to them that have no might he 
inoreaseth strength. 

30 Even the youths Bhall faint and 
be weary, and the young men shall 
utterly fall; 

31 But they that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength ; they shall 
mount up with wings as eagles; they 
shall run, and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint. 

CHAPTER XLL 
Expostulation with the people. 

EEP silenoo before me, 0 islands; 
and lot the people renew their 
strength; let them oomo near; then 
let them speak; let us oomo near to¬ 
gether to judgment. 
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2 Who raised up the righteous man 
from the cust. called him to his foot, 
gave the nations before* him, and 
made him rule over kings? ho gave 
them as the dust to his sword, and as 
driven stubble to his bow. 

3 He pursued them, and passed 
safely; even hy the way that he had 
not gone with his feet. 

4 Who hath wrought and done it, 
calling the generations from the be¬ 
ginning? I the Lord, the first, and 
with tho last; I am ho. 

5 The isles saw it, and feared; tho 
ends of the earLh wore afraid, drew 
near, and came. 

6 They helped every one his neigh¬ 
bour ; and every one said to his bro¬ 
ther, Bo of good courage. 

7 So the carpenter encouraged the 
goldsmith, and he thatsmoothoth with 
the hammer him that smote the anvil, 
saying, It is ready for the Boldering; 
and he fastened it with nails, that it 
should not be moved. 

8 But, thou, Israel, art my servant, 
Jacob whom I have chosen, tho seed 
of Abraham my friond. 

9 Thou whom I havo taken from the 
ends of the earLh, and called theo 
from the ohief men thereof, and B&id 
unto thee, Thou art my servant; I 
have chosen thee, and not cast thee 
away. 

10 Fear thou not; for I am with 
thee; be not dismayed; for I am thy 
Qod; I will strengthen thee; yea, I 
will help thee; yea, I will uphold 
thee with the right hand of my right¬ 
eousness. 

11 Behold, all they that were in- 
oensed against thee shall be ashamed 
and confounded; they shall be as 
nothing; and thoy that strive with 
thee shall porish. 

12 Thou shalt seek them, and shalt 
not find them, even them that con¬ 
tended with thee; thoy that war 
against thee shall be as nothing, and 
as a thing of naught. 

13 For I the Lord thy God will hold 
thy right hand, saying unto thee, 
Fear not; I will help thee. 

14 Fear not, thou worm Jaaoh, and 
ye men of Israel; I will help thee, 
saith the Lord, and thy Redeemer, the 
Holy One of Israel. 

15 Behold, I will make thee a new 
sharp threshing instrument having 


teeth; thou shalt tbresh the moun¬ 
tains, and beat them small, and shall 
make the hills as chaff*. 

16 Thou shalt fan them, and the 
wind shall carry them away, and the 
whirlwind shall scatter them; and 
thou shalt rejoice in the Lord, and 
shalt glory in the Holy One of Israel. 

17 When the poor and needy seek 
water, and there is none, and their 
tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lord 
will hear them, I the God of Israel 
will not forsake them. 

18 I will open rivers in high places, 
and fountains io the midst of tho 
valleys; I will make the wilderness 
a pool of water, and the dry land 
springs of water. 

19 I will plant in the wilderness 
the cedar, Ine shittah tree, and the 
myrtle, and the oil tree; I will set in 
the desert the fir tree, and the pine, 
and the box tree together; 

20 That they may see, and know, 
and consider, and understand toge¬ 
ther, that the hand of the Lord hath 
done this, and the Iloly One of Israel 
hath created it. 

21 Produce your cause, saith tho 
Lord; bring forth your strong reasons, 
saith the King of Jaoob. 

22 Let them bring them forth, and 
show us what shall happen; let them 
show the former things, whAt the; 
be, that we may consider them, and 
know the latter end of thorn; or de- 
olare us things for to come. 

23 Show the things that are to oome 
hereafter, that we may know that ye 
are gods; yea, do good or do evil, 
that we may be dismayed, and behold 
it together. 

24 Behold, yo are of nothing, and 
your work of naught; an abomina¬ 
tion is ho that chooseth yon. 

25 I have raised up one from the 
north, and he shall oome; from the 
rising of the sun shall he call upon 
my name; and he shall oome upon 
princos as upon mortar, and as the 
potter treadeth olay. 

26 Who hath declared from the be¬ 
ginning, that we may know; and 
boforotimo, that we may say, He is 
righteous? yea, there is none that 
showeth, yea, there is none that de- 
otnreth, yea, there is none that hear- 
oth your words. 

27 The first shall say to Zion, Be- 
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hold, behold thorn; and I will give 
to JernBalem one that bringeth good 
tidings. 

28 For I beheld, and there was no 
man; oven among men, and there 
was no counsellor, that, when I asked 
of them, could answer a word. 

29 Behold, they are all vanity; their 
works are nothing; their molten 
images are wind and confusion. 

CHAPTER XLII. 

7 V office of Christ — God's premise unto him 
—Praise to God far his gospel. 
EHOLD my servant, whom T up¬ 
hold; mine, elect, in whom my 
soul dclightcth; I have put my Spirit 
upon him; he shall bririg forth judg¬ 
ment to the Gentiles. 

2 lie shall Dot ory, nor lift up, nor 
oause his voice to bo heard in the 
street. 

3 A bmisod rood shall he not break, 
and the smoking flax shall he not 
quench; he shall bring forth judg¬ 
ment unto truth. 

4 He shall not fail nor be discour¬ 
aged, till ho have sot judgment in the 
earth; and the isles shall wait for his 
law. 

5 Thus saith God the Lord, he that 
created the heavens, and stretched 
thorn out, he that spread forth the 
earth, and that whion comotb out of 
it; he that giveth breath nnto the 
people upon it, and spirit to them 
that walk therein; 

6 I the Lord have called thee in 
righteousness, and will hold thine 
hand, and will keep thee, and givo 
thoo for a covenant of the poople, for 
a light of the Gentiles; 

7 To open the blind eyes, to bring 
out the prisoners from tho prison, and 
(hem that sit in darkness out of the 
prison house. 

8 I am the Lord; that is my name; 
and my glory will I not give to an¬ 
other, neither my praise to graven 
images. 

9 Behold, the former things are come 
to pass, and new things do I deolare; 
before they spring forth I tell you of 
them. 

10 Sing nnto the Lord a new song, 
and his praise from tbo end of the 
earth, ye that go down to the sea, 
and all that is therein; tho islos, and 
the inhabitants thereof. 

11 Let the wilderness and the cities 


thereof lift ap their voioe, the villages 
thnt Kodar doth inhabit; let the in¬ 
habitants of the rock sing, let them 
shout from tho top of the mountains. 

12 Lot them give glory unto the 
Lord, and deolare his praise io the 
islands. 

13 The Lord shall go forth as a 
mighty man, he shall stir up jealousy 
like a man of war; he shall ory, yea, 
roar; he shall prevail against his 

enemies. 

14 I have long time holden my 
peace; I have heen still, and refrained 
myself; now will I cry like a travail¬ 
ing woman; I will destroy and de 
vour at onoe. 

15 I will make waste mountains and 
hills, and dry up all their herbs; and 
I will make the rivers islands, and 1 
will dry up the pools. 

16 And 1 will Dring the blind hy a 
way that they knew not; I will lead 
them in paths that they have not 
known; I will make darkness light 
before them, and orooked things 
straight. These things will I do 
unto them, and not forsake them. 

17 They shall he turned hack, they 
Bhall be greatly ashamed, that truBt in 
graven images, that say to the molten 
images, Te are our gods. 

18 Hear, ye deaf, and look, ye blind, 
that ye may see. 

19 For I will send my servant onto 
you who are blind; yea, a messenger 
to open the eyes of the blind, and nn- 
stop the ears of the deaf; 

20 And they shall be made perfect 
notwithstanding their blindness, if 
they will hearken nnto the messen¬ 
ger, the Lord’s servant. 

21 Thou art a people, seeing many 
things, but thou observest not; open¬ 
ing the ears to bear, but thou hearest 
not. 

22 The Lord Is not well pleased 
with such a people, but for his rights 
eousness* sate ne will magnify the 
law and make it honourable. 

23 Thou art a people robbed and 
spoiled; thine enemies, all of them, 
have snared thee in holes, and they 
have bid thoe in prison houses; they 
have taken thee for a prey, and none 
deliveroth; for a spoil, and none 
saith, Restore. 

24 Who among thorn wilt give ear 
nnto thoe, or hearken and hear thee 
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for the time to come? aud who gavo 
Jacob for a spoil, and Israel to the 
robber? did not tho Lord, he against 
whom they have sinned? 

25 For they would not walk in his 
ways, neither were they obedient unto 
his law; therefore he hath poured 
opon them the fury of his anger, and 
tno Btrength of battlo; and they hare 
set them on fire round about, yet they 
knew not, and it burned them, yet 
they laid it not to heart. 

CFIAPTEK XLTII. 

GocTt promise* to Israel. 

UT now thus saith the Lord that 
created thee, 0 Jacob, and he 
that formed thee, 0 Israel, Fear not; 
for I have redeemed thee, I have 
called thee by thy name; thou art 
mine. 

2 When thou passest through the 
waters, I will be with thee ; and 
through the rivers, they shall not 
overflow thee; when thou walkest 
through the flro, thon shalt not he 
burned ; neither shall the dame kin¬ 
dle upon thee. 

3 For I am the Lord thy God, the 
Holy Ono of Israel, thy Saviour ; I 
gave Egypt for thy ransom, Ethiopia 
and Seba for thee. 

4 Since thou wast prcciouB in my 
sight, thou hast been honourable, and 
I have loved thee; therefore will I 
give men for thee, and people for thy 
life. 

5 Fear not; fori am with thee; I 
will briDg thy seed from the east, And 
gather thee from tho west; 

6 I will say to the north, Give up; 
and to the south, Keep not back; 
bring my sons from iar, and my 
daughters from the ends of the earth; 

7 Even every one that is called by 
my namo; for I have created him 
for my glory, I have formed him ; 
yea, I have made him. 

8 Bring forth tho blind people that 
have eye<s, and the doaf that have ears. 

9 Let all the nations he gathered 
together, and let the people be as¬ 
sembled ; who among them can de¬ 
clare this, and show us former things ? 
let thorn bring forth their witnesses, 
that they may be justified; or let 
them hear, and say, It is truth. 

10 Ye are my witnesses, saith the 
Lord, and my servant whom I have 
•hoeen; that ye mAy know and be¬ 


lieve me, and understand that I am he) 
before me there was no God formed, 
neither shall there be after me. 

Ill, even I, am the Lord ; and he- 
side me there is no saviour. 

12 I have declared, and have saved, 
and I have showed, when there was 
no strange god among you ; therefore 
ye are my witnesses, saith the Lord, 
that I am God. 

13 Yea, before the day was I am 
he; and there is none that can deliver 
out of my hand ; I will work, and who 
shall let it ? 

14 Thus saith the Lord, your Re¬ 
deemer, the Holy One of Israel; For 
your sake I have sent to Babylon, 
and have brought down all their no¬ 
bles, and the Chaldeans, whose cry is 
in the ships. 

15 1 am the Lord, your Holy One, 
tho Creator of Israel, your King. 

16 Thus saith the Lord, which 
m&keth a way in the sea, and a path 
in the mighty watorfl ; 

17 Which bringeth forth the chariot 
and horse, the army and the power; 
they shall He down together, they 
shall not rise; they are extinct, they 
are quenched as tow. 

19 Remember ye not tho former 
things, neither consider the things of 
old. 

19 Behold, I will do a new thing; 
now it shall spring forth ; shall ye 
not know it? I will even make a way 
in the wilderness, and rivers in the 
desort. 

20 Tho beast of the field shall 
hononr me, the dragons and the 
owls; because I give waters in the 
wilderness, and rivers in the desert, 
to give drink to my people, my chosen. 

21 This people have I formed for 
myself; they shall Bbow forth my 
praise. 

22 But thou hast not o&lled upon 
me, 0 Jaooh; but thou hast heen 
weary of me, 0 Israel. 

23 Thoo hast not brought uie the 
small cattle of thy burnt offerings; 
neither hast thou honoured mo with 
thy sacrifices. I have not caused 
thee to sorve with an offering, nor 
wearied thee with incense. 

24 Thou hast bought me no sweet 
cane with money, neither hast thou 
filled me with the fat of thy sacri¬ 
fices ; but thou hast ms le me to serve 
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with thy Bins, thou hast wearied me 
with thine iniquities. 

25 I, even I, am he that blotteth out 
iny transgressions for mino own sake, 
and will not remember thy bIds. 

26 Put me in remembranco; let us 
plead together; declare thou, that 
thoa mayest be justified. 

27 Thy first father hath Binned, and 
thy teaohers have trnnsgrcseod against 
me. 

28 Therefore I have profaned the 
prinocs of the sanctuary, and have 
given Jacob to the curse, and Israel 
to reproaches. 

CIIAl>TER XLIV. 

God comfarttlh Israel—The xxmiiy of idolt. 
ET now hear, 0 Jacob my ser¬ 
vant; and Israel, whom I havo 
ohosen ; 

2 Thus saith tbe Lord that mado 
thee, and formed thee from the womb, 
whioh will help thoe; Fear not, 0 
Jacob, my servant; and thou, Jeshu- 
run, whom I have ohoson. 

3 For I will pour water upon him 
that is thirsty, and floods upon tho 
dry ground; I will pour my Spirit 
upon thy seed, and my hlesBing upon 
thino offspring; 

4 And they shall spring up as 
among the grass, as willows hy the 
water-oourfloB. 

5 One shall Bay, I am the Lord’s ; 
and another shall oall himself by the 
name of Jacob; and another shall 
suhsoribe with his hand unto the 
Lord, and surnamo himself by the 
name of Israel. 

6 Thus saith the Lord the King of 
Israel, and his Redeemer the Lord of 
hosts ; I am the first, and I am the 
last; and besides mo there is no God. 

7 And who, as I, shall call, and shall 
declare it, and set it in order for me, 
sinae I appointed the anoiont people ? 
and the things that are coming, and 
shall oome, lot them show unto them. 

8 Four ye not, neither be afraid ; 
have not I told thee from that time, 
and havo deolared it? ye are even my 
witnesses. Is there a God besides me? 
yea, there is no God ; I know not any. 

0 They that make a gravon image 
are all of them vanity; and their de- 
leotabio things shall not profit; and 
tney are their own witnesses; thoy 
see not, nor know; that thoy may be 
ashamed. 


10 Who hath formed a god, or mol¬ 
ten a graven image that is profitable 
for nothing ? 

11 Behold, all hie fellows shall be 
ashamed; and the workmen, they 
are of men ; let them all he gathered 
together, let them stand up; yet they 
shall fear, and they shall be ashamed 
together. 

12 Tho smith with the tongs both 
worketh in the ooals, and fashioncth 
it with hammers, and worketh it with 
tho strength of his arms; yea, he is 
hungry, and his strength faileth; he 
drinketh no water, and is faint. 

13 The carpenter stretcheth out his 
rule ; he marketh it out with a line ; 
ho fitteth it with planes, and he mark¬ 
eth it out with the compass, and mak- 
clb it after the figure of a man, ac¬ 
cording to the beauty of a man ; that 
it may remain in the house. 

14 He heweth him down cedars, 
and taketh the oypress and the oak, 
whioh he strengthened for himself 
among the trees of the forest; he 
planteth an ash, and the rain doth 
nourish it. 

15 Then shall it be for a man to 
burn; for ho will take thereof, and 
warm himself; yea, he kindleth it, 
and baketh hread ; yea, he makolh a 
god, and worshippeth it; he makoin 
il a graven image, and faileth down 
theroto. 

16 He bumeth part thereof in the 
fire; with part thereof he eateth 
flesh; he roasteth roast, and Is satis¬ 
fied ; yea, he warmeth himsolf, and 
saith, Aha, I am warm, I have soen 
the fire; 

17 And the residue thereof he 
maketh a god, even his gravon image; 
he faileth down unto it, and worship¬ 
peth it, and prayeth unto it, and saith, 
Deliver me; for thou art my god. 

18 They have not known nor un¬ 
derstood; for he hath shut their oyes, 
that they cannot see; and their 
hearts, that they cannot understand. 

19 And none oonsidoreth in his 
heart, neither is there knowledge nor 
understanding to say, I have burned 

art of it in the fire; yea, also I have 

aked bread upon the ooals thereof; 
I have roasted flesh, and eaten it; 
and shall I make tho residue thereof 
an abomination 7 shall I fall down to 
the stock of a tree ?

SO He feedeth on aahca; a deceived 
heart hath turned him aside, that he 
cannot deliver his soul, nor say, Is 
there not a lie in my right hand ? 

21 Remember these, 0 Jacob and 
Israel; for thon art my servant; I 
have formed thee; thou art my ser¬ 
vant; 0 Israel, thou shalt not be for¬ 
gotten of me. 

22 I have blotted ont, as a thick 
cloud, thy transgressions, and, as a 
cloud, thy sins; return onto me; for 
I have redeemed thee. 

23 Sing, 0 ye heavens; for the 
Lord hath done it; shout, ye lower 
parts of the earth; break forth into 
singing, ye mountains, 0 forest, and 
every tree therein; for the Lord hath 
redeemed Jacob, and glorified him¬ 
self in Israel. 

24 Thus saith tbe Lord, thy Re¬ 
deemer, and he that formed thee 
from the womb, I am the Lord that 
maketh all things; that stretcheth 
forth the heavens alone; that spread- 
eth abroad the earth by myself; 

25 Tbat fruetrateth the tokens of 
the liars, and maketh diviners mad; 
that turneth wise men backward, and 
maketh their knowledge foolish; 

26 That confirmeth the word of his 
servant, and performeth the counsel 
of his messengers; that saith to Jeru¬ 
salem, Thou shalt be inhabited; and 
to the oitiea of Judah, Ye shall be 
built, and I will raise up the decay¬ 
ed places thereof; 

27 That saith to tho deep, Be dry, 
and I will dry up thy rivers;

CHAPTER XLV. 


Ond caReth Cyrus—His laving power, 
rpnus saith the Lord to his anoint- 
jL ed, to Cyrus, whose right hand 
I have holden, ft> subdue nations bo- 
fore him; and I will loose tbe loins 
of kings, to open before him the two¬ 
leaved gates; and the gates shall not 
be shut; 

2 I will go before thee, and make 
the orooked places straight; I will 
break in pieces tbe gates of brass, 
and cat in sunder the bars of iron;

5 I am the Lord, and there is none 
else, there is no God besides me; I 
girded thee, though thou hast not 
known me; 

6 That they may know from the 
rising of the snn, and from the west, 
that there is none besides me. I aui 
the Lord, and there is none else. 

7 I form the light, and create dark 
ness; I make peace, and orcate evil; 
I fhc Lord do all those things. 

8 Drop down, ye heavens, from 
above, and let the skies pour down 
righteousness; let the earth open, 
and let them bring forth salvation, 
and let righteousness spring np to¬ 
gether ; I the Lord have created it. 

9 Woe unto him that strivetb with 
his Maker! Let the potsherd strive 
with the potsherds of the earth. Shall 
the clay say to him tbat fashionetb 
it. What makeet thou? or thy work. 
He hath no hands? 

10 Woe onto him tbat Bailh unto 
bis father, Wbat begettest thou ? or to 
the woman. What hast thon brought 
forth ? 

11 Thus saith the Lord, the Holv 
One of Israel, and bis Maker, Ask me 
of things to come concerning my sons, 
and concerning the work of my hands 
command ye me. 

12 1 have made the earth, and cre¬ 
ated man npon it; I, even my hands, 
have stretched out the heavens, and 
all their hostB have I commanded. 

13 I have raised him np in right¬ 
eousness, and I will direct all his 
ways; he shall build my city, and he 
shall let go my captives, not for price 
nor reward, saith the Lord of hosts. 

14 Thus saith the Lord, The labour 
of Egypt, and merchandise of Ethio¬ 
pia and of the Sabeans, men of stat¬ 
ure, shall oomo over unto thee, and 
they Bhall be thine; they aball come 
after thee ; in ohains they shall oome 
over, and they shall fall down onto 
thee, they shall make supplication 
unto thee, saying, Surely God is in 
thee; and there is none else, there it 

no find. 
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15 Verilj thou art a God that hidost 
thyself, 0 God of Israel, the Saviour. 

10 They shall he ashamed, and also 
confounded, all of them; they shall 
go to confusion together, that are 
makers of idols. 

17 But Israel shall be saved in the 
Lord with an everlasting salvation ; 
ye shall not be ashamed nor con¬ 
founded world without end. 

18 For thus saitb the Lord that 
oroated the heavens; God himself 
that formed the earth and made it; 
he hath established it, he oreated it 
not in vain, he formed it to be in¬ 
habited ; I am the Lord, and there is 
none else. 

19 I have not spoken in seoret, in 
a dark plaoe of the earth; I said not 
unto the seed of Jaoob, Seek ye me 
in vain; I the Lord speak righteous¬ 
ness, I declare things thAt are right. 

20 Assemble yourselves aud come; 
draw near together, ye that are es¬ 
caped of the nations; they have no 
knowledge that set up the wood of 
their graven image, and pray unto a 
god that cannot save. 

21 Tell ye, and bring them noar; 
yea, let them take oounsel together; 
who hath deolared this from ancient 
time? who hath told it from that 
time ? have not I the Lord ? and there 
is no god else beside me; a just God 
and a Saviour; there is nono beside 
me. 

22 Look unto me, and be ye saved, 
all the ends of the earth; for I am 
God, and there is none else. 

23 I have sworn by myself, the word 
is gone out of my mouth in right¬ 
eousness, and shall not return, That 
unto me every knee shall bow, every 
tongue shall swear. 

24 Surely shall one say, In the Lord 
have I righteousness and strength; 
even to him shall men come; and all 
(hat are inoenBod against him shall 
be ashamed. 

25 In the Lord shall all the seed of 
Israel be justified, and shall glory. 

CHAPTER XLVI. 

God tavdh hit people to the end. 

EL boweth down, Nebo stoop - 
cth; their idols were upon the 
beasts, and upon the oattle; your 
ourriagoa were heavy laden ; they are 
a burden to the weary beast. 

2 They stoop, they bow down to¬ 


gether ; they could not deliver the 
burden, but themselves are gone into 
captivity. 

3 Hearken unto me, O house of 
Jacob, and all the remnant of the 
house of Israel, which nre borne by 
me from the belly, which are carried 
from the womb ; 

4 And even to your old age I am 
be ; and even to hoar hairs will 1 
carry you ; I have made, and I will 
bear ; even I will carry, and will de¬ 
liver you. 

5 To whom will ye liken me, and 
mako me equal, and compare me, 
that we may be like ? 

C They lavish gold out of tho bag, 
and weigh silver in the balanco, and 
hire a goldsmith ; and he maketh it a 
god; they fall down, yea, they worship. 

7 They bear him upon the shoulder, 
they carry him, and set him in his 
placo, and he standeth ; from his 
place shall ho not remove ; yea, they 
shall cry unto him, yet can he not an¬ 
swer, nor savo him out of his trouble. 

8 Remember this, and show your¬ 
selves men ; bring it again to mind, 
O ye transgressors. 

9 Remomember tho former things of 
old ; for I am God, and there is none 
else ; I am God, and thero is none 
like mo. 

10 Declaring the end from tho bo¬ 
ginning, and from ancient times the 
things that aro not yet done, saying, 
My counsel shall stand, and I will do 
all my pleasure ; 

11 Calling a ravenous bird from the 
east, tho man that executcth my 
counsel from a far country ; yea, I 
havo spoken it, I will also bring it to 
pass ; I havo purposed it, I will also 
do it. 

12 Hearken unto mo, ye stout- 
hoar tod, that are far from righteous¬ 
ness ; 

13 I bring near my righteousness ; 
it shall not be far off, and my salva¬ 
tion shall not tarry ; and I will placo 
salvation in Zion for Israel my glory. 

CHAPTER XLVII. 

Go<f 9judgment vpoi)J3<ibyIon and Chaldea. 

OME down, and sit in tho dust, O 
virgin daughter of Babylon, sit 
on tho ground ; there is no throne, 
O daughter of tho Chaldeans ; for 
thou shalt no more bo called tender 
and delicate. 
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2 Take the mill-stones, and grind 
meal; uncover thy locks, make bare 
the leg, uncover the thigh, po^s over 
the rivers. 

3 Thy nakedness shall be uncovered, 
yoa, thy shame shall be Been; I will 
take vengeance, and I will not meet 
thee as a man. 

4 As for our Redeemer, the Lord of 
hosts is his name, the Holy One of 
Israel. 

5 Sit thou silent, and get thee into 
darkness, 0 daughter of the Chal¬ 
deans; for thou shalt no more be 
called, The lady of kingdoms. 

6 I was wroth with my people, I 
have polluted mine inheritance, and 
given them into thine hand; thou 
didst show them no mercy; upon the 
ancient hast thou very heavily laid 
thy yoke. 

7 And thou fluidst, I shall be a lady 
for ever; so that thou didst not lay 
theso things to thy heart, neither 
didst remember the latter end of it. 

8 Therefore hear now this, thou that 
art given to pleasures, that dwcllest 
carelessly, that saycsl in thine heart, 
I am, and nono else besides me; I 
shall not sit as a widow, neither shall 
I know the loss of children ; 

y Rut these two things shall come 
to thee in a moment iu one day, Lhe 
loss of children, and widowhood; 
they shall come upon thee in their 
perfection for the multitude of thy 
sorceries, and for the great abundance 
of thine enchantments. 

10 For thou hast trusted iu thy 
wickedness; thou hast said, None 
aeeth me. Thy wisdom aud thy 
knowledge, it h^lh perverted thee; 
and thou hast said in thine heart, I 
am, and none else besides me. 

11 Therefore shall ovil come upon 
thee; thou shalt not know from 
whenoe it risetb; and misohief shall 
fall upon Ihco; thou shalt not be 
able to put it off; and desolation 
shall come upon thee suddenly, which 
thou shall not kuow. 

12 Stand now with thine enchant¬ 
ments, and with tbfe multitude of thy 
eoroeries, whoroin thou hast lahoured 
from thy youth; if so bo thou shalt 
be able to profit, if so be thou in ay eat 
prevail. 

13 Thou art wearied in the multi¬ 
tude of thy aounsolfl. Let now the 


astrologers, the star-gazers, the 
monthly prognosticators, stand up, 
and save thee from these things that 
shall come upon thee. 

14 Behold, they shall be as stubble; 
the fire shall burn them ; they shall 
not deliver thcmsclvea from the power 
of the flame; there shall not be aooal 
to warm at, nor fire to sit before it. 

15 Thus shall they be unto thee 
with whom thou hast laboured, even 
thy merchants, from thy youth; they 
shall wander every one to his quarter; 
none shall save thee. 

X CHAPTER XbVin. 

God, to convince Unpeople of their foreknown 
obstinacy, revealed his prophecies—He de¬ 
liver dh his out of Babylon. 

EAR ye this, 0 house of Jacob, 
which are called by the name 
of Israel, and are come forth out of 
Lhe waters of Judah, which swear by 
the name of the Lord, and make 
mention of the God of Israel, but not 
in truth, nor in righteousness. 

2 For (hey call themselves of the 
holy city, and stay themselves upon 
the God of Israel; The Lord of hosts 
is his name. 

3 I have deolared the former things 
from the beginning; and they went 
forth out of my mouth, and I showed 
them; I did them suddenly, and 
they came to pass. 

4 Beoauso 1 knew that thou art 
obstinate, and thy neck is an iron 
sinew, and thy brow brass; 

5 I have even from the beginning 
declared it to thee; before it came to 
pass I showed it thee; lest thou 
shouldest say, Mine idol hath done 
them ; and my graven image, and my 
molten image, hath commanded them.

S Yea, thou heardest not; yoa, thou 
knewest not; yea, from that time 
that thine ear was not opened; for I 
knew that thou nouldest deal very 
treacherously, and wast called a 
transgressor from the womb. 
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9 For my name's sake will I defer 
mine anger, anil for my praise will I 
refrain for thee, lhat I cat thee not 
off. 

10 Behold, I have refined thee, hut 
not with silver; I have chosen thee 
in the furnace of nffliotiou. 

11 For mine own sake, even for 
mine )wn sake, will I do it; for how 
should my name bo polluted? mid I 
will not glvo my glory unto another. 

12 Hearken unto me, 0 Jacob and 
Israel, my called; I am ho; I am the 
first, 1 also am the last. 

13 Mine hand also hath laid the 
foundation of the earth, and my right 
hand hath spunned the heavens; 
when I call unto them, they stand up 
togother. 

14 All yc, assemble yourselves, and 
hear; which among them hath de¬ 
clared these things ? The Lord hath 
loved him; he will do his pleasure 
on Babylon, and his arm shall bo on 
the Chahloans. 

15 I, even I, have spoken; yen, I 
have called him ; I have brought him, 
and he shall make his way prosperous. 

Ifl Come ye near unto me, hear ye 
this; I havo not spoken in secret 
from the boginning; from the time 
that it was, there am I; and now tho 
Lord Qod, and his Spirit, hath sent 
me. 

17 Thus saith the Lord, thy Re¬ 
deemer, the Iloly One of Israel; I am 
tho Lord thy God whioh teacheth 
thee to profit, which leadoth thee by 
the way that thou shouldest go. 

18 Oh lhat thou hadst hearkened to 
my commandments! then had thy 
peaoe been as a river, and thy right¬ 
eousness as the waves of tho sea; 

ID Thy seed also had been as the 
sand, and the offspring of thy bowels 
like the gravel thereof; his name 
should not havo been cut off nor de¬ 
stroyed from before me. 

20 Go yo forth of Babylon, flee ye 
from the Chaldeans, with a voice of 
singing declare yo, tell this, utter it 
even to the eud of Lhe earth; say ye, 
The Lord hath redeowed his servant 
Jacob. 

21 And they thirsted not when ho 
led them through tho dosorts; ho 
eausod tho waters to flow out of Lhe 
rook for (hem ; he olave the rook oIbo, 
and the waters gushed out. 
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22 There is no peace, saith the Lord, 
unto the wicked. 

CHAPTER XLIX.

ISTEN, 0 isles, unto me; and 
hearken, yo people, from far; 
The Lord hath called me from the 
womb ; from the bowels of my mother 
hath he made mention of my name.

2 Dlessed is the man that doeth this, 
and the son of man that layeth hold 
on it; that keopeth the sabbath from 
polluting it, and keopeth his hand 
from doing any evil. 

3 Neither let the son of the stran¬ 
ger, that hath joined himself to the 
Lord, speak, saying, The Lord hath 
utterly separated me from his people; 
neither let the eunuch say, Behold, I 
I am a dry tree. 

4 For thus saith tho Lord unto the 
eunuchs that keep my sabbaths, and 
ohoose the things that please me, and 
take hold of my covenant; 

5 Even unto them will I give in 
mino house and within my walls a 
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place ami a name heller than of sons 
and of daughters ; I will giv© thorn 
an everlasting name, that shall not 
be out oil'. 

6 Also the sons of tho stranger, that 
join iheinselvea to tho Lord, to serve 
him, and to love tho namo of the Lord, 
to be hisservants,everyonethatkeep- 
elh the sabbath from polluting it, and 
taketh hold of my covenant; 

7 Even them will I bring to my holy 
mountain, and make them joyful in 
my house of prayer; their burnt 
offerings and their sacrifices shall ho 
accepted upou mine altar ; for mine 
house shall bo called a houso of 
prayer for ull people. 

6 The Lord Uod which gathercth 
the outcasts of Israel suith, Yet will 

1 gather others to him, besides thoso 
that arc gathered unto him. 

9 All ye beasts of tho field, come to 
dovour, yea, all yo beasts in the 
forest. 

10 Ills watahmon are blind ; they 
are all ignorant, they are all dumb 
dogs, they oannot bark; sleeping, 
lying down, loving to slumber. 

11 Yea, they aro greody dogs, which 
can never have enough, and they are 
shepherds that oannot understaud; 
they all look to their own way, evory 
ono for his gain, from his quarter. 

12 Come ye, say they, I will foloh 
wino, and we will fill ourselvos with 
strong drink; and to-morrow shall 
bo as this day, and much more 
ahundant.

The btessed death of the righteous—God re- 
prrrvelh idolatry—Promisee to the penitent. 
milE righteous porishoth, and no 
_L man layeth it to heart; and 
meroiful men are taken away, none 
oonsidoring that the righteous is 
taken away from tho evil to come. 

2 no shall entor into pooce ; they 
shall rest in their bed9, eaoh one 
walking in his uprightness. 

3 But draw near hither, ye sons of 
the soroeress, the seed of the adul¬ 
terer and tho whore. 

4 Against whom do ye sport your¬ 
selves ? against whom make ye a 
wido mouth, and draw out the tonguo? 
are ye not ohiMren of transgression, 
a seed of falsehood, 

6 Inflaming yourselves with idols 
under every green tree, slaying tho 


ohildren in the valleys under the 
clefts of the rooks ? 

6 Among the smooth stones of the 
stream is thy portion; they, they 
are thy lot; even to thorn bust thou 
poured a drink offering, thou hast 
offered a meat offering. Should I 
receive oomfort in these ? 

7 Upon a lofty and high mountain 
hast thou set thy bed; even thither 
wen tost thou up to offer sacrifice. 

8 Behind the doors also and the 
posts hast thou set up thy remem¬ 
brance; for thou hast discovered thy¬ 
self to another than mo, and art gono 
up; thou hast enlarged thy bed, and 
iundo thoo a covenant with them; 
tbou lovedst tbeir bed where thou 
sawost it. 

9 And thou wentest to the king 
with ointment, and didst increase 
thy perfumes, and didst send tby 
messengers far off, and didst debase 
thyself even unto hell. 

10 Thou art wearied in the great¬ 
ness of thy way; yet saidst thou not, 
There is no hope; thou hast found 
the lifoof thine hand; therefore thou 
wast not grieved. 

11 And of whom h&Bt thou been 
afraid or feared, that thou hast lied, 
and hast not remembered me, nor 
laid it to thy heart ? have not I held 
my peace even of old, and thou fear- 
est me not 7 

12 I will doolare thy righteousness, 
and thy works; for they shall not 
profit thee. 

13 When thou oriest, let thy com¬ 
panies deliver thee; but the wind 
shall carry them all away; vanity 
shall take them ; hut he thAt pulteth 
his trust in me shall possess the land, 
and shall inhorit my holy mountain ; 

14 And shall say, Cast ye up, cast 
yo up, prepare the way, take up the 
stumbliug-blook out of the way of 
my people. 

15 For thus saith the high and lofty 
One that inhabiteth eternity, whose 
name is Holy; I dwell in tho high 
and holy place, with him also that is 
of a contrite and huinhle spirit, to re¬ 
vive the spirit of the humole, and to 
rovivo the heart of the contrite ones. 

16 For I will not oontend for ever, 
neither will I he always wroth ; for 
the spirit should fail before me, and 
the snuls which I have made. 
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17 For Ihe iniquity of his covetous¬ 
ness was 1 wroth, and siuotc him ; I 
bid me. and was wroth, and he went 
on frowardly in the way of his 
heart. 

18 I have seen his ways, and will 
heal him; I will lead him also, and 
restore oomforts onto him and to hie 
mourners. 

19 I create the fruit of the lips; 
Peace, peace to him that ie far off, 
and to him that is near, saith the 
Lord; and I will heal him. 

20 But the wicked are like the 
troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt. 

21 There is no poace, saith my God, 
to the wicked. 

CHAPTER LVIII. 

The prophet txprtntlh a counterfeit fast and 
a true,—The sabbath. 

RY aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet, and show 
my people their transgression, and 
the house of Jacob their sins. 

2 Yet they seek me daily, and de¬ 
light to know my ways, as a nation 
that did righteousness, and forsook 
not the ordinance of their God; they 
ask of mo the ordinances of justice; 
they take delight in approaching to 
God. 

3 Wherefore have we fasted, say 
they, and thou seest not? wherefore 
have we afflioted our soul, and thou 
takest no knowledge? Behold, in 
the day of your fast ye find pleasure, 
and exact all your labours. 

4 Behold, ye fast for strife and de¬ 
bate, and to smite with the fiat of 
wickedness; ye shall not fast as ye 
do this day, to make your voice to be 
heard on high. 

5 Is it Bueh a fast that I have 
ohosen? a day for a man to affliot hie 
soul? is it to bow down his head as a 
bulrush, and to spread saokclotb and 
ashes under him 7 wilt thou call this 
a fast, and an aocoptaklo day to the 
Lord ? 

6 Ie not this the fast that I have 
ohosen? to loose the bands of wick¬ 
edness, to undo the heavy burdens, 
and to let the oppressed go free, and 
that ye break every yoke? 

7 Is it not to deal thy bread to the 
hungry, and that thou bring the poor 
that are cast out to thy house? whon 
thou soest the naked, that thou oo^er 


him; and that thou hide not thyself 
from thine own flesh? 

8 Then shall thy light break forth 
as the morning, and thine health 
shall spring forth speedily; and thy 
righteousness shall go before thee; 
the glory of the Lord shall be thy 
rearward. 

9 Then shall thou call, and 'he 
Lord shall answer; thou shalt cry, 
and he shall say, Here I am. If thou 
take away from the midst of thee the 
yoke, the putting forth of the finger, 
and speaking vanity; 

10 And if thou draw out thy soul 
to the hungry, and satisfy Ihe afflicted 
soul; then shall thy light rise in 
obscurity, and thy darkness be as the 
noonday; 

11 And the Lord shall guide thee 
continually, and satisfy thy soul in 
drought, and make fat thy bones; 
and thou shalt be like a watered 
garden, and like a spring of water, 
whose waters fail not. 

12 And they that shall be of thee 
shall build the old waste places; thou 
shalt raise up the foundations of 
many generations; and thou shall 
be called, The repairer of the breach, 
The restorer of paths to dwell in. 

13 If thou turn away thy foot from 
the sabbath, from doing thy pleasure 
on my holy day ; and call the sab¬ 
bath a delight, the holy of the Lord, 
honourable; and shalt honour him, 
not doing thine own ways, nor finding 
thine own pleasure, nor speaking 
thine own words; 

14 Then shalt thou delight thyself 
in the Lord; and I will cause thee to 
ride upon the high places of the earth, 
and feed thee with the heritage of 
Jacob thy father; for the mouth of 
Iho Lord hath spoken it. 

^ CHAPTER LIX.

B EHOLD, the Lord's hand is not 
shortened, that it oannot save; 
noitber hi? car heavy, that it oannot 
hear; 

2 But your iniquities have separated 
between you and your God, and your 
sins havo hid his faoe from you, that 
he will not hear. 

3 For your hands are defiled with 
blood, and your fingers with iniqui¬ 
ty : your lips have spoken lies, you

tongue hath multered pcrversoneBS. 

4 None calloth for jusiico, nor any 
pleadeth for truth; they trust in van¬ 
ity, and speak lies; they conocivo 
mischtof, and bring forth iniquity. 

5 They batch cockutrice’ eggs, and 
weave the spider’s wob ; he that oateth 
of their eggs dicth, and that which is 
crushed breaketh out into a viper. 

f» Their webs shall not booome gar¬ 
ments, neither shull they cover them¬ 
selves with their works; their works 
aro works of iniquity, and the act of 
violence is in their hands. 

7 Their feet run to evil, and they 
make haste to shed innooent blood; 
their thoughts are thoughts of iniqui¬ 
ty; wasting and doetruotiou aro in 
their paths. 

S The way of peace they know not; 
and there is no judgment in thoir 
goings; they have made them orooked 
paths; whosoever goelh theroin shall 
not know peace. 

9 Tborofore iB judgment far from 
us, noiLher doth justice overtake us; 
we wait for light, but behold obscuri¬ 
ty; for brightness, but wo walk in 
darkness. 

10 Wo grope for the wall like tho 
blind, and we grope as if we had no 
eyes; we stumble at noonday as in 
tlie night; we are in desolate places 
as dead men. 

11 We roar all like bears, and mourn 
sore like doves; we look for judgment, 
but Ihoro is none; for salvation, but 
it is far off from us. 

12 For our transgressions are multi¬ 
plied before thee, and our sins testify 
against us; for onr transgressions are 
with ub; and as for our iniquities, 
wo know them; 

13 In transgressing and lying 
against the Lord, and departing away 
from our God, speaking oppression 
and revolt, conoeiving and uttering 
from the heart words of falsehood. 

14 And judgment is turned away 
baokward, and justioe standeth afar 
off; for truth is fallen in the street, 
and oquity cannot outer. 

15 Yea, truth fAileth; and he that 
departoth from evil maketh himself a 

roy; and the Lord saw it, and it 

ispleased him that there was no 
judgment 

16 And he saw that there was no 
man, and wondered that there was no 
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intercessor; therefore his arm brought 
salvation unto him ; and his right¬ 
eousness, it sustained him. 

17 For he put on righteousness as 
a breastplate, and a helmet of sal¬ 
vation upon his head; aDd he pat on 
tho gurmeots of vengeance for cloth¬ 
ing, and was clad with zeal as a cloak. 

18 According to their deeds, accord¬ 
ingly ho will repay, fury to his adver¬ 
saries, recompense to his enemies; to 
the islands he will repay recompense. 

19 So shall they fear the name of 
the Lord from the west, and his glory 
from the rising of the sun. When 
the enemy shatl coino in like a flood, 
tho Spirit of the Lord shall lift up a 
standard against him. 

20 And the Redeemer shall come to 
Zion, and anto them that turn from 
transgression in Jacob, saith the Lord. 

21 As for me, this is my oovenant 
with them, saith the Lord; my Spirit 
that is upon thee, and my words 
which I havo put in thy mouth, shall 
not depart out of thy mouth, nor out 
of the mouth of thy seed, nor ont of 
tho mouth ol' thy seed’s seed, saith the 
Lord, from henceforth and for ever. 

CHAPTER LX. 

Tht glory of Zion. 

RISE, shine; for thy light is oome, 
and the glory of the Lord is 
risen upon thee. 

2 For, behold, the darkness shall 
cover the earth, and gross darkness 
the people; but tho Lord shall arise 
upon thee, and his glory shall be seen 
upon thoe.

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7 All the flocks of Kedar Bhall be 
gathered together unto thee, the rams 
of Ncbaioth 6hall roini8ter unto thee; 
they shall come up with acceptance 
on mine altar, and I will glorify the 
house of my glory. 

6 Who are these that fly as a cloud, 
and as the doves to their windows ? 

9 Surely the isles shall wait for me, 
and the ships of Tarshish first, to 
bring thy sons from far, their silver 
and their gold with them, unto the 
name of the Lord thy God, and to 
the Holy One of Israel, because he 
hath glorified thee. 

10 And the sons of strangers shall 
build up thy walls, and their kings 
shall minister unto thee; for in my 
wrath I smote thee, but in my favour 
have I had mercy on thee. 

11 Therefore thy gates shall he open 
continually; they shall not be sb-ut 
day nor night; that men may bring 
unto thee the forces of the Gentiles, 
and that their kings may be brought. 

12 For the nation and kingdom that 
will not serve thee shall perish ; yea, 
those nations shall be utterly wasted. 

13 Tho glory of Lebanon shall come 
unto Ihec, Lhe fir tree, the pine tree, 
and tho box together, to beautify the 
place of my sanctuary ; and I will 
make the place of my feet glorious. 

14 The sons also of them that 
afflicted thee shall come bending unto 
thee ; and all they that despised thee 
shall bow themselves down at the 
soles of thy feet; and they shall call 
thee, The city of the Lord, The Zion 
of the Holy One of Israel. 

15 Wheroas thou hast been forsaken 
and hAted,so that no man went through 
thee, I will make thee an eternal ex¬ 
cellency, a joy of many generations. 

16 Thou shalt also suck the milk of 
the Gentiles, and shalt suck the breast 
of kings; and thou shalt know that. I 
the Lord am thy Saviour and thy Re¬ 
deemer, tho Mighty One of Jacob. 

17 For brass I will bring gold, and 
for iron I will bring silver, and for 
wood braes, and for stones iron; I 
will also make thy officers peace, and 
thine oxaotors righteousness. 

16 Violenoe shall no more be heard 
In thy land, wasting nor destruction 
within thy borders; but thou shalt 
call thy walls Salvation, and thy 
gates Praise. 


19 The sun shall be no more thy light 
by day ; neither for brightness shall 
tho moon give light unto thee; but 
the Lord shall he unto thee an ever¬ 
lasting light, and thy God thy glory. 

20 Thy sun shall no more go down; 
neither shall thy moon withdraw 
itself; for the Lord shall be thine 
everlasting light, and the days of thy 
mourning shall he ended. 

21 Thy people also shall be all right¬ 
eous ; they snail inherit the land for 
ever, the branch of my planting, the 
work of my hands, that I may be 
glorified. 

22 A little one shall become a thou¬ 
sand, and a small one a strong nation; 
I the Lord will hasten it in my time. 

CHAPTER LXI. 

TV nffief, of Christ — Blessings of the faithful. 
rpHE Spirit of the Lord Qod is upon 
_L me; hecausc the Lord hath 
anointed me to preach good tidings 
unto the meek ; he hath sent me to 
bind up the broken-hearted, to pro¬ 
claim liberty to the captives, and the 
opening of the prison to them that 
arc bound; 

2 To proclaim the acceptable year 
of the Ldrd, and the day of vengeance 
ofourGod; to comfort allthat mourn . 

3 To appoint onto them that mourn 
in Zion, to give unto them beauty 
for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, 
the garment of praise for the spirit 
of heaviness; that they might be called 
Trees of righteousness, The planting 
of the Lord, that he might be glorified.

9 And their Bced shall be known 
ainoDg the Gentiles, and their off¬ 
spring Among the people ; all that see 
them shall acknowledge them, that 
they are the seed whioh the Lord 
hath blessed. 

10 I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 
my bouI shall bo joyful in my God; 
fur he bath clothed mo with the 
garments of salvation, ho hath covered 
me with tbo robe of righteousness, ns 
a bridegroom deckcth himself with 
ornaments, and as a bride adoineth 
herself with her jewels. 

11 For as the earth bringclh forth 
her bud, and as (he garden enuseth 
(he things that are sown in it to 
spring forth; so the Lord God will 
cause righteousness and praise to 
spring forth before all the nations.

18 The people of thy holiness hare 
possessed it but a little while; our 
adversaries have trodden down thy 
sanotuary. 

19 We are thine; thou nover barest 
rule over them ; they wero not called 
by thy name.

O il that thou wouldest rend the 
heavens, that thou wouldest 
come down, that the mountains might 
flow down at thy presence, 

2 As when the melting Are burneth, 
the Are causeth the waters to boil, to 
make thy name known to thine ad¬ 
versaries, that the nations may trem¬ 
ble at thy presence! 

3 When thou didst terrible things 
which we looked not for, tbon earnest 
down, the mountains Sowed down al 
thy presenoe. 

4 For Bince the beginning of the 
world men have not heard, nor per- 
j ceived by the ear, neither hath tbe 
eye seen, 0 God, besides thee, what 
he hath prepared for him that wait- 
eth for him.

12 Wilt thou refrain thyself for 
these things, 0 Lord? wilt thou hold 
thy peace, and afflict us very sore? 
CHAPTER LXV. 

The calling qf Israel—The blessed stale in 
the restitution. 

I AM found of them that seek after 
uic, I give unto all them that ask

of me; I am not found of tnem that 
■ought me not, or inquiroth not after 
me. 

2 I Raid unto my servant. Behold 
me, look upon me; I will send you 
unto a nation that is not called after 
my name, for 1 spread out my hands 
all the day to a peoplo who walketh 
not in my ways, and their works are 
evil and not good, &Dd they walk 
after their own thoughts. 

3 A peoplo that provoketh me to 
anger continually to my faoe; that 
saoriGceth in gardens, and burneth 
incense upon altars of brick; 

•1 Which remain among the graves, 
and lodge in tho monuments; which 
eat swine’s flesh, and broth of abom¬ 
inable beasts, nnd pollute their ves¬ 
sels ; 

6 Whioh say, Stand by thysolf, come 
not near to mo; for I am holier than 
thou. These are a smoke in my nose, 
a fire that burneth all the day. 

6 Behold, it is written before me; 
I will not keep silence, but will re¬ 
compense, even recompense into their 
bosoui, 

7 Your iniquities, and the iniquities 
of your fathers together, saith the 
Lord, whioh have burned inoonso 
upon the mountains, nnd blasphemed 
me upon tho hills; therefore will I 
measure their former work into their 
bosom. 

8 Thus saith the Lord, Ab the new 
wine is found in the olustcr, and one 
saith, Destroy it not; for a blessing 
is in it; so will I do for my servants' 
sake, that I may not destroy them all. 

9 And T will bring forth a seed out 
of Jacob, and out of Judah an in¬ 
heritor of roy mountains; and mine 
elect shall inherit it, and my servants 
shall dwell there. 

10 And Sharon shall be a fold of 
docks, and the valley of Aohor a 
pla :e for the hords to lie down in, for 
my people that have sought mo. 

11 But ye are they that forsake the 
Lord, that forget my holy mountain, 
that prepare a tublo for that troop, 
and that furnish the drink offering 
unto that number. 

12 Therefore will I number you to 
tho sword, and ye shall all bow down 
to the slaughter; booause when I 
called, ye did not answer? when I 
Ipake, ye did not hour; but did evil

before mine eyes, and did ohoose that 
wherein I dolighted not. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, my servants shall eat, 
but ye shall be hungry; behold, my 
servants shall drink, but ye shall be 
thirsty; behold, my servants shall 
rejoice, but ye shall be ashamed, 

14 Behold, my servants shall sing 
for joy of heart, but yo shall ory for 
sorrow of heart, and shall howl for 
vexation of spirit. 

15 And ye shall leave your name 
for a curse unto my ohosen; for the 
Lord God shall slay thee, and oall 
his servants by another name; 

16 That he who blesseth himself in 
the earth shall bless himself in the 
God of truth; and he that sweareth 
in the earth shall swear by the God 
of truth ; because the former troubles 
are forgotten, and because they are 
hid from mine eyes. 

17 For, behold, I create new hea¬ 
vens and a new earth; and the former 
shall not be remembered, nor oome 
into mind. 

18 But be yo glad and rejoice for 
ever in that which I create; for, be¬ 
hold, I oreate Jerusalem a rejoicing, 
and her people a joy. 

19 And I will rejoice in Jerusalem, 
and joy in my people; and the voioe 
of weeping shall he no more heard in 
her, nor the voioe of orying. 

20 In those days there shall be no 
more thoneo an infant of days, nor 
an old man that bath not filled his 
days; for the child shall not die, but 
shall live to be an hundred years old ; 
but the sinner, living to be an hun¬ 
dred years old, shall he aooursed. 

21 And they shall bnild houses, and 
inhabit them; and they shall plant 
vineyards, and eat the fruit of tnem. 

22 They shall not build, and an¬ 
other inhabit; they shall not plant, 
and another eat; for as the days of 
a tree are the days of my people, and 
mine elect shall long enjoy the work 
of their hands. 

23 They shall not labour In vain, 
nor bring forth for trouble ; for they 
are the Beed of the blessed of the 
Lord, and their offspring with them. 

24 And it shall oome to pass, that 
before they oall, I will answer; and 
while they are yet speaking, I will 
hear. 
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26 The wolf mid toe lamb shall feed 
together, and the lion shall cat straw 
liko tLo hullook; and duBt shall he 
tho sorpent’s weal. They shall not 
hurt nor destroy in all my holy moun¬ 
tain, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER LXVI. 

God will be served in humble sincerity— 
Goers severe judgments against the. wicked. 
II US saith tho Lord, The heaven 
is my throne, and the earth is 
my footslool; where is the house that 
yo build onto me; and where i9 Iho 
place of iny rest ? 

2 For all those things hath mine 
hand made, and all thoso things have 
been, saith the Lord ; but to this man 
will I look, even to him that is poor 
and of n contrite spirit, ODd trcmblclh 
at my word. 

3 He that killeth an ox is as if he 
slew a man; he that eacrificcth a 
lamb, as if he cut off a dog's neck ; 
be that offoreth an oblation, as if he 
offered swine's blood; he that bum- 
oth incense, as if ho blessed an idol. 
Yea, they have chosen their own 
ways, and their soul delighteth in 
their ahominations. 

4 I also will choose their delusions, 
and will bring their fears upon them; 
becauso when I called, none did an¬ 
swer ; when I spake, they did not 
hear; but they did evil before mine 
eyes, and ohoBo that in which I do- 
lightod not. 

5 Iloar the word of the Lord, ye 
that tremble at his word; Your bre¬ 
thren that hated you, that cast you 
out for my name's sako, said. Let tho 
Lord be glorified; hut he shall ap¬ 
pear to your joy, and they shall do 
ashamed. 

6 A voioe of noise from tho city, a 
voice from the temple, a voice of tho 
Lord that rendereth recompense to 
his enemies. 

7 Before she travailed, she hrought 
forth ; before her pain oame, she was 
doliverod of a man child. 

8 Who hath heard such a thing? 
who hath seen such things ? Shall 
tho oarth be made to briDg forth In 
one day ? or shall a nation be born at 
onoe? for ns soon as Zion travailed, 
she hrought forth her children. 

9 Shall I bring to the birth, and 
Dot oause to bring forth? saith the 
Lord; shall I oause to bring forth, 


and shat the womh? saith thy Qod. 

10 Rejoice ye with Jerusalem, and 
he glad with her, all ye that love 
her; rejoice for joy with her, all ye 
that mourn for her ; 

11 That yc may suck, and bo satis- 
fiod with the hreasts of her consola- 

1 tions; that ye may milk out, and be 
delighted with the abundance of her 
glory. 

12 For thus saith tho Lord, Behold, 
I will extend peace to her like a river, 
find the glory of tho Gentiles like s 
flowing stream ; then shall ye suck, 
yc shall be borne upon her sides, and 
be dandled upon ber knees. 

13 As one whom his mother com- 
forteth, so will I comfort you; and 
ye shall be comforted in Jerusalem. 

14 And when yc 6ce this, your heart 
shall rejoice, and your bones shall 
flourish like an herb; and the hand 
of the Lord shall bo known toward 
hie servants, and his indignation to¬ 
ward his enemies. 

15 For, behold, the Lord will come 
with fire, and with his chariots like 
a whirlwind, to render his anger with 
fury, and his rebuke with flames of 
fire. 

16 For by fire and hy hie sword will 
the Lord plead with all flesh; and tin* 
Blain of tne Lord shall be many. 

17 They that sanctify themselves, 
and purify themselves in tho gardens 
behind one tree in the midst, eating 
swine’s flosh, and the abomination, 
and tho mouse, shall be consumed 
together, saith the Lord. 

13 For I know their works and their 
thoughts; it shall come, that I will 
gather all nations and tonguos; and 
they shall come, and see my glory. 

19 And 1 will eet a sign among 
them, and I will send those that 
esoapo of them unto the nations, to 
Tarsnieh, Pul, and Lud, that draw 
the how, to Tubal and Javan, to the 
isles Afar off, that have not heard mj 
fame, neither have seen my glory; 
and they shall deolaro my glory 
among the Gentiles. 

20 And they shall bring all your 
hrothren for an offering unto the 
Lord out of all nations upon horses, 
and in ohariots, and in litters, and 
upon mules, and upon swift beasts, to 
my holy mountain Jorusalom, saith 
the Lord, as the ohildron of Israel 
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bring hn offering in a clean veBBel 
into the house of the Lord. 

21 And I will also take of them 
for priests aod for Lcvites, aaith the 
Lord. 

22 Far as the new heavens and the 
now earth, whioh I will make, shall 
remain before me, saitb the Lord, so 
shall your seed and your name remain. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that 


from one new moon to another, and 
from one sabbath to another, shall 
all flesh come to worship before me, 
aaith the Lord. 

24 And they shall go forth, and look 
upon the caroasaea of the men that 
have transgrossed against me; for 
their worm shall not die, neither shall 
their fire be quenched; and they shall 
be an abhorring unto all flesh. 


THE BOOK OF THE PROPHET JEREMIAH. 


CUAI’TKK I. 

The calling of J^emiah—An almond rod and 
a teething pot—Message against Judah. 

HE words of Jeremiah the son of 
11i 1 ki: lIi, of the priests that were 
in Anutlioth in the land of Benjamin ; 

2 To whom the word of the Lord 
came in the days of JoBiah the son 
of Amon king of Judah, in the thir¬ 
teenth year of his reign. 

3 It oamo also in the days of Jeboi- 
akiin Ihc son of Joaiah king of Judah, 
unto the end of the eleventh year of 
Zodekiah the son of Josiah king of 
Judah, unto the carrying away of 
Jerusalem oaptivo in the fifth month. 

4 Then tho word of the Lord came 
uDto me, saying, 

5 Before I forraod thee in the belly 
1 knew theo; and beforo thou oamest 
forth out of the womb I Banotified 
theo, and 1 ordained thee a prophot 
unto the nations. 

0 Then said I, Ah, Lord Qod ! be¬ 
hold, I cannot speak; for I am a 
ohild. 

7 But the Lord said unto me, Say 
not, 1 am a child ; for thou shalt go 
to all that I shall send thee, and 
whatsoever I command theo thou 
shalt speak. 

8 Be not afraid of thoir facos; for 
I am with thee to deliver thoe, saith 
the Lord. 

0 Thon tho Lord put forth his hand, 
and touched my mouth. And tho 
Lord said unto mo, Behold, I have 
put my words in thy mouth. 

10 Seo, 1 have this day set thee 
over the nations and ovor the king¬ 
doms, to root out, and to pull down, 
and to dostroy, and to throw down, 
to build, and to plant. 

11 Moroover the word of the Lord 


came unto mo, saying, Jeremiah, 
what soest thou? And I said, I see a 
rod of an almond tree. 

12 Then said the Lord unto mo, 
Thou hast well seen; for I will hasten 
my word to perform it. 

13 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying, 
What soest thou? And I said, I see a 
seething pot; and tho face thereof 
is toward the north. 

14 Then the Lord said unto me. Out 
of the north an evil shall break forth 
upon all the inhabitants of the land. 

15 For, lo, I will oall all the fami¬ 
lies of the kingdoms of the north, 
saith the Lord; and they shall oome, 
and they shall set every one his 
throne at tho entering of the gates of 
Jerusalem, and against all the walls 
thereof round about, and against all 
the cities of Judah. 

16 And I will utter my judgments 
against them touching all their wick¬ 
edness, who have forsaken me, and 
have burned incense unto other goda, 
and worshipped the works of their 
own hands. 

17 Thou therefore gird up thy loins, 
and arise, and speak onto them all 
that I command thee; be not dis¬ 
mayed at their faces, lest I confound 
thoe before them. 

18 For, behold, I have made thee 
this day a defenoed oity, and an iron 
pillar, and brazen walls against the 
whole land, against the kings of 
Judah, against the prinoes thereof, 
against the priests thereof, and 
against the people of the land. 

10 And they shall fight against 
thee; but tbey shall not prevail 
agaiust thee; for I am with thee, 
saith the Lord, to deliver theo.

CHAPTER II. 

Ood esrpostulateth with Israel—They art the 
causes of their own calamities—The sins 
of Judah. 

M oreover the word of the 

Lord came to me, paying, 

2 Qo and cry in the ears of Jerusa¬ 
lem, saying, Thus saith the Lord; I 
remember thee, the kindness of thy 
youth, the lovo of thine espousals, 
when thou wcDteBt after me in the 
wilderness, in a land that was not 
sown. 

3 Israel was holiness unto the Lord, 
and the first-fruits of his increase; 
all that devour him shall offend; evil 
shall come upon them, saith the Lord. 
4 Hear ye the word of the Lord, 0 
house of Jacoh, and all tho families 
of the house of Israel; 

5 Thus saith the Lord, What iniquity 
have your fathers found in me, that 
they are gone far from me, and have 
walked after vanity, and are become 
vain ? 

6 Neither said they, Where is tho 
Lord that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, that led us through 
the wilderness, through a land of 
deserts and of pits, through a land of 
drought, and of the shadow of death, 
through a land that no man passed 
through, and whero no man dwelt ? 

7 And I brought you into a plentiful 
country, to cat the fruit thereof and 
the goodness thereof; but when ye 
enterod, ye defiled my land, and 
made mine heritage an abomination. 
8 The priestB said not, Where is 
the Lord ? and they that handle the 
law knew me not; the pastors also 
transgressed against me, and the 
prophets prophesied by Baal, and 
walued after Inings that do not profit. 
9 Wherefore I will yet plead with 
you, saith the Lord, and with your 
children's children will I plead. 

10 For pass over the isles of Chit- 
tim, and Bee; and send unto Kedar, 
and consider diligently, and see if 
there be such a thing. 

11 Hath a nation ohanged their 
gods, whioh are yet no gods ? but my 
people have ohanged their glory for 
that whioh doth not profit. 

12 Be astonished, 6 ye heavens, at 
this, and be horribly afraid, be ye 
very desolate, saith the Lord. 

IS For my people have oommitted 


two evils; they have forsaken me tha 
fountain of living waters, and hewed 
them out cisterns, broken oistems, 
that can hold no water. 

14 Is Israel a eervant? ia he a 
home-born slave? why is he spoiled? 

15 The young lions roared upon 
him, and yelled, and they made his 
land waste; his cities are burned 
without inhabitant. 

16 Also the children of Naph and 
Tahapanes have broken the crown 
of thy head. 

17 Hast thou not procured this unto 
thyself, in that thou hast forsaken 
the Lord thy God, when he led the<- 
by the way ? 

18 And now what hast thon to do 
in the way of Egypt, to drink the 
waters of Sihor? or what hast thou 
to do in the way of Assyria, to drink 
the waters of the river? 

ID Thine own wickedness shall cor 
rect thee, and thy backslidings shall 
reprove thee; know therefore and see 
that it is an evil thing and bitter, that 
thou hast forsaken the Lord thy God. 
and that my fear is not in thee, Baitb 
the Lord God of hosts. 

20 For of old time I have broken 
thy yoke, and bnrBt thy bands; and 
thou eaidst, I will not transgress 
when upon every high hill and under 
every green tree thou wanderest, 
playing the harlot. 

21 Yet I had planted thee a noble 
vine, wholly a right seed; how then 
art thou turned into the degenerate 
plant of a strange vine unto me ? 

22 For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee much soap, yet 
thine iniquity is marked hefore me, 
saith the Lord God. 

23 How canst thou say, I am tun 
polluted, I have not gone after 
Baalim ? See thy way in the valley, 
know what thou hast done ; thou arts 
swift dromedary traversiug her ways; 

24 A wild ass used to the wilder¬ 
ness, that snuffeth up the wind at her 
pleasure; in her occasion who can 
turn hor away ? all they that seek 
her will not weary tbomselves ; in her 
month they shall not find her. 

25 Withhold thy foot from being 
unshod, and thy throat from thirst; 
but thou saidst, There is no hope; 
no ; for I have loved strangers, and 
after them will I go. 



CHAPTER III. 


26 Ae the thief ia ashamed when he is 
found, eo ia the house of Israel asham- 
od; they, their kings, their princes, 
and their priests, and their prophets, 

27 Saying to a stock, Thou art my 
father; and to a stone, Thou hast 
brought me forth ; for they have turn¬ 
ed their back unto me, and not their 
face; hut in the time of their trouble 
they will say, Arise, and save us. 

28 But where arc thy gods that thou 
hast made thee? let them arise, if 
they can save thee in the time of thy 
trouble; for according to the numher 
of thy cities are thy gods, 0 Judah. 

29 Wherefore will yo plead with me ? 
ye all have f ransgressed against me, 
saith the Lord. 

30 Id vain have I smitten your chil¬ 
dren; they received no correction; 
your own sword hath devoured your 
prophets, like a destroying lion. 

31 0 generation, see ye the word of 
the Lord. Ilave I been a wilderness 
unto Israel? a land of darkness? 
wherefore say my people. Wo arc 
lords ; we will oomc no more unto thee ? 

32 Can a maid forget her orna¬ 
ments, or a bride her attire ? yet my 
people have forgotten me days with¬ 
out numbor. 

33 Why trimmest thou thy way to 
seek lovo? therefore hast thou also 
taught the wicked ones thy wnys. 

34 Also in thy skirtB is found Lho 
blood of the souls of the poor inno¬ 
cents; I have not found it by secret 
search, but upon all these. 

35 Yot thou sayest. Because I am 
innocent, surely his anger Bhall turn 
from me. Behold, I wilt plead with 
thoo, because thou sayest, 1 havo not 
sinned. 

36 Why gaddest thou about so much 
to change thy way? thou also shalt 
Se ashamed of Egypt, as thou wast 
ashamed of Assyria. 

37 Yea, thou shall go forth from him, 
and thine hands upon thine head; for 
the Lord hath rejected thy confidences, 
and then sbalt not prosper in them. 

CUAPTK1L III. 

Ctofj ffr eat mercy — Judah* t vtU, whoredom — 
Igrael reproved. 

IIEY say, If a man put away his 
wifo, and she go from him, and 
booomo another man’s, shall ho return 
unto her again? shall not that land 
be greatly polluted? but thou hast 
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played the harlot with many lovers; 
yet return again to me, saith the Lord. 

2 Lift up thiue eyes unto the high 

laoes, and see where thou hast not 

eon lain with. In the ways hast 

thou sat for them, os the Arabian in 
the wilderness; and thou hast pol¬ 
luted the land with thy whoredoms 
and wickedness. 

3 Therefore thy showers have been 
withholden,and there hath heen no lat¬ 
ter rain; and thou hadst a whore's fore¬ 
head, thou refusedst to be ashamed. 

4 Wilt thou not from this time cry 
unto me, My father, thou art the 
guide of my youth? 

5 Will he reserve his anger for ever? 
will he keep it to the end? Behold, 
thou hast spokon and done evil things 
as thou couldest. 

6 The Lord said also unto me in the 
days of Josiah the king, Hast thon 
seen that which backsliding Israel 
hath done? she is gone up upon 
every high mountain and under every 
greon tree, and there hath played the 
harlot. 

7 And I said after she had done all 
these things, Turn thou unto me. But 
she returned not. And her treach¬ 
erous Bister Judah saw it. 

8 And I saw, when for all the causes 
whereby backsliding Israel commit¬ 
ted adultery, I had pot her away, 
and given her a bill of divoroe; yet 
her treaoherous sister Judah feared 
not, but went and played the harlot 
also. 

9 And it came to pass tbrongh the 
lightness of her whoredom, that Bh« 
defiled the land, and oommitted adul 
tery with stonee and with stocks. 

10 And yet for all this her treaoh 
erous sister Judah hath not turned 
unto me with her whole heart, but 
feigncdly, Baith the Lord. 

11 And the Lord said unto me, The 
backsliding Israel hath justified her¬ 
self more than treaoherous Judah. 

12 Go and proclaim these words 
toward tho north, and say, Return, 
thou baoksliding Israel, saith the 
Lord; aud I will not oause mine 
anger to fall upon you; for I am 
merciful, saith the Lord, and I will 
not keep anger for ever. 

13 Only acknowledge thine iniquity, 
that thou hast transgressed against 
the Lord thy God, and hast scattered 
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thy ways to tho strangers under every 
green tree, and ye have not obeyed 
my voice, Bailh the Lord. 

14 Turn, 0 backsliding children, 
saith the Lord; for I am married 
unto you; and I will take you one of 
a oity, and two of a family, and I will 
bring you to Zion; 

15 And I will give you pastors ac¬ 
cording to mine heart, which shall 
feed you with knowledge and under¬ 
standing. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when 
ye be multiplied aDd increased in the 
land, in those days, saith the Lord, 
they shall say no more, The ark of the 
oovenant of the Lord; neither shall it 
come to mind; neither shall they re¬ 
member it; neither shall they visit it; 
neither shall that be done any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Jeru¬ 
salem the throne of tho Lord, and all 
the nations shall be gathered unto it, 
to the name of tho Lord, to Jerusalem; 
neither shall they walk any more after 
the imagination of their evil heart. 

18 In those days tho house of Ju¬ 
dah shall walk with the house of Is¬ 
rael, and they shall come together out 
of the laud of the north to the land 
that I have given for an inheritance 
unto your fathers. 

19 But I said, How shall I put thee 
among the children, and give thee a 
pleasant land, a goodly heritage of 
the hosts of nations? and I said, 
Thou shalt call mo, My father; and 
shalt not turn away from me. 

20 Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her husband, so have 
ye dealt treacherously with me, 0 
house of Israel, saith the Lord. 

21 A voice was heard upon the high 
places, weeping and supplications of 
the ohildren of Israel; for they have 
perverted their way, and they have 
forgotten the Lord their Qod. 

22 Return, ye backsliding ohildren, 
and I will heal your baokslidings. 
Behold, we come unto thee; for thou 
art the Lord our Qod. 

23 Truly in vain is salvation hoped 
for from the hills, and from the mul¬ 
titude of mountains; truly in the Lord 
our Qod is the salvation of Israel. 

24 For shame hath dovourod the 
labour of our fathers from our youth; 
their flocks and thoir herds, their sons 
and their daughters. 


25 We lie down in our shame, and 
our confusion covcreth us; for we 
have sinned against the Lord our Qod, 
we and our fathers, from our youth 
even unto this day, and have not 
obeyed the voice of the Lord our Qod. 

CHAPTER IV.

F thou wilt return, 0 Israel, saith 
the Lord, return unto me; and if 
thou wilt put away thino abomina¬ 
tions out of my Bight, then shalt thou 
not remove. 

2 And thou shalt swear, The Lord 
liveth, in truth, in judgment, and in 
righteousness; and the nation shall 
bless themselves in him, and in him 
shall they glory. 

3 For thus saith the Lord to the 
men of Judah and Jerusalem, Break 
up your fallow ground, and sow not 
among thorns. 

4 Circumcise yourselves to the Lord, 
and take away the foreskins of your 
heart, ye men of Judah and inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem; lest my fury come 
forth like a fire, and burn that none 
can quench it, because of the evil of 
your doings. 

5 Deolare ye in Judah, and publish 
in Jerusalem ; and say. Blow ye tho 
trumpet in the land; ary, gather to- 
gether, and say, Assemblo yourselves, 
and let us go into the defeooed cities. 

6 Set up the standard toward Zion; 
retire, stay not; for I will bring evil 
from the north, and a great destruc¬ 
tion. 

7 The lion is come up from his 
thicket, and Lhe destroyer of the 
Gentiles is on his way; he is gone 
forth from his place to make thy 
land desolate; and Thy cities shall be 
laid waste, without an inhabitant. 

8 For this gird you with sackcloth, 
lament and howl; foi the fieroe anger 
of the Lord is not turned back fron 
us. 

6 And it shall come to pass at that 
day, saith the Lord, that the heart of 
the king shall perish, and the heart 
of the prinoes; and the priests shall 
be astonished, and the prophets shall 
wonder. 

10 Then said I, Ah, Lord God! 
surely thou hast greatly deceived 
this people and Jerusalem, saying.

11 At that time shall it be said to 
this people and to Jerusalem, A dry 
wind of the high places in the wilder¬ 
ness towurd the daughter of my peo¬ 
ple, not to fan, nor to cleanse, 

12 Even a full wind from those 
places shall come unto me; now also 
will I give sentence against thorn. 

13 Behold, ho shall come up as 
olouds, and his chariots shall be as 
a whirlwind; his horses are swifter 
than eagles. Woo unto us! for we 
are spoiled. 

14 0 Jerusalem, wash thine heart 
from wickedness, that thou tnayeet 
be saved. How long shall thy vain 
thoughts lodge within thee? 

15 For a voice dcclareth from Dan, 
and publishcth affliction from mount 
Ephraim. 

16 Make yo mention to the nations; 
behold, publish against Jerusalem, 
that watchers oomc from a far coun¬ 
try, and give out tboir voioe against 
the cities of Judah. 

17 As keepers of a field, are they 
against hor round about; because 
she hath been rebellious against me, 
saith the Lord. 

18 Thy way and thy doings have 
proourod these things unto thee; this 
iB thy wickodness, because it ib bitter, 
bcoause it reaoholh unto thine heart. 

19 My bowels, my bowels! I am 
pained at my very heart; my heart 
inakotb a noise in mo; I cannot hold 
my peace, booause thou hast heard, 
0 my bouI, the sound of the trumpet, 
the alarm of war. 

20 Destruction upon destruction is 
criod ; for the whole land is spoiled; 
suddenly are my tents spoiled, and 
my curtains in a moment. 

21 How long shall I see the standard, 
and hear the sound of the trumpot? 

22 For my poople is foolish, thoy 
have not known me; they are sottish 
children, and they have none under¬ 
standing ; they are wise to do evil, but 
to do good thoy have no knowledge. 

26 I heheld the earth, and, lo, it was 
without form, and void ; and the hea¬ 
vens, and thoy had no light. 

24 I beheld the mountains, and, lo, 
they trembled, and all the hills moved 
lightly. 

25 I beheld, and, lo, there was no 
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man, and all the birds of the heavens 
were fled. 

20 I beheld, and, lo, the fruitful 
place was a wilderness, and all the 
cities thereof wore broken down at 
the presence of the Lord, and hy his 
fierce anger. 

27 For thus hath the Lord said, 
The whole land shall bo desolate ; yet 
will I not make a full end. 

28 For this shall the earth mourn, 
and the heavens above bo black ; be¬ 
cause I have spoken it, 1 have pur¬ 
posed it, and will not repent, neither 
will I turn back from it. 

29 The whole oity shall flee for the 
noise of the horsemen and howmen; 
they shall go into thiokets, and climb 
up upon the rooks; every oity shall be 
forsaken, and not a man dwell therein. 

30 And when thou art spoiled, what 
wilt thou do? Though tnou olothest 
thyself with crimson, though thou 
deokeet thee with ornaments of gold, 
though thou renteet thy face with 
painting, in vain shalt thou make 
thyself fair; thy lovers will dospise 
thee, they will seek thy life. 

31 For I have heard a voice bb of a 
woman in travail, and tho anguish as 
of bor that bringeth forth her first 
ohild, the voioe of the daughter of 
Zion, that bewaileth herself, that 
spreadeth her hands, saying, Woe is 
me now 1 for my soul is wearied be¬ 
cause of murderers. 

CHAPTER V. 

The judgments qf Qod upon the Jetot and 
Israel far their tins. 

UN ye to and fro through the 
streets of Jerusalem, and see 
now, and know, and seek in the 
broad plaoes thereof, if ye oan find a 
man, if there bo any that ezeouteth 
judgment, that seeketh the truth; 
and I will pardon it. 

2 And though they say, The Lord 
liveth ; surely they swear falsely. 

3 0 Lord, are not thine oyes upon 
the truth? thou hast strioken them, 
but they have not grieved ; thou hast 
oonsumed them, but they have refused 
to reoeive correction; they have made 
their faces harder than a rook; they 
have refused to return. 

4 Therefore I said, Surely these are 
poor; they are foolish; for they know 
not the way of the Lord, nor the 
Judgmont of their Qod. 
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ft I will get me unto the great men, 
and will speak unto them; for they 
have known the way of the Lord, 
end the judgment of their God; but 
these have altogether broken the 
yoke, and hurst the hoods. 

6 Wherefore a lion out of the forest 
shall slay them, and a wolf of the 
evenings shall spoil them, a leopard 
shall watch over their cities; every 
oue that gocth out thcnco shall be 
torn in pieces; because their trans¬ 
gressions are many, and their back- 
slidings are inorcased. 

7 How Bhall I pardon thcc for this? 
thy children have forsaken me, and 
sworn by them that arc nu gods; 
when I had fed them to the full, they 
then committed Adultery, and assem¬ 
bled themselves hy troops in tho har¬ 
lots’ houses. 

8 They were as fed borscs in tho 
morning; every one neighed after hie 
neighbour's wife. 

9 Shall I not visit for these things ? 
saith the Lord ; and shall not my soul 
he avenged on such a nation as this ? 

10 Go ye up upon her walls, and 
destroy; hut make not a full end; 
take away her battlements ; for they 
are not the Lord's. 

11 For the house of Israel and the 
house of Judah have dealt very treach¬ 
erously against me, saith tho Lord. 

12 They have bolied the Lord, and 
said, It is not he; neither shall evil 
oome upon us; neither shall wo seo 
sword nor famine; 

13 And the prophets shall become 
wind, and the word is not in them; 
thus shall it be done unto them. 

14 Wherefore thus saith tho Lord 
God of hosts, Bocausc yo speak this 
word, hehold, I will tnako my words 
in thy mouth Gre, and this people 
wood, and it shall devour them. 

16 Lo, I will bring a nation upon 
yon from far, 0 house of Israel, saith 
tho Lord ; it is a mighty nation, it is 
an anoient nation, a nation whose 
language thou kDOwost not, neither 
anderstandost what they say. 

16 Their quiver is as an open sepul- 
ohre, they are all mighty men. 

17 And they shall eat up thine har¬ 
vest and thy hread, which thy sons 
and thy daughters should oat; they 
shall oat up thy flooks and thine 
herds , they shall cat up thy vines 


and thy flg trees ; they shall impover¬ 
ish thy fenced cities, wherein thou 
trustedst, with the sword. 

18 Nevertheless in those days, saith 
the Lord, I will not make a full end 
with you. 

19 And it shall come to pass, when 
yo shall say, Wherefore doeth tho 
Lord our God all these things unto 
us? then shalt thou answer them, 
Like as ye have forsaken me, and 
served strange gods in your land, sc 
shall yo serve strangers in the land 
that is not yours. 

20 Declare this in the house of Ja¬ 
cob, and puhlieh it in Judah, Baying, 

21 Hear now this, 0 foolish people, 
and without understanding; which 
have eyes, and see not; which have 
ears, and hear not; 

22 Fear ye not me ? saith the Lord ; 
will ye not tremble at my presence, 
which have placed the sand for the 
bound of the sea hy a perpetual de¬ 
cree, that it cannot pass it; ami 
though the waves thereof toes them¬ 
selves, yet can they not prevail; 
though they roar, yet can they not 
pass over it ? 

23 But the people hath a revolting 
and a rebellious heart; they are re¬ 
volted and gone. 

24. Neither say they in their heart, 
Let us now fear the Lord our God, 
that giveth rain, hoth the former and 
the latter, in his season ; he reserve! h 
unto us the appointed weeks of the 
harvest. 

2ft Your iniquities have turned away 
these things, and your sins have witb- 
holden good things from you. 

26 For among my people are found 
wicked men; they lay wait, as he 
that aetteth snares; they set a trap, 
they catch men. 

27 As a cage is full of hirds, so are 
their houses full of deceit; therefore 
they are become great, and waxen rioh. 

28 They aro waxen fat, they shino: 
yea, they overpass the deeds of the 
wicked; they judge not the cause, 
tho oause of tho fatherless, yet they 

rosper; and the right of the needy 

o they not judge. 

29 Shall I not visit for these things 7 
saith the Lord ; shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this ? 

30 A wonderful and horrible thing 
is oominitted in the land; 
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;U The prop lie is prophesy falsely, 
itn■ I tho priests bcur rule by their 
means; and my people love to have 
ii su; and tv hut will yc do in the ondj 
thereof? 

CHAPTER VI. 

Enemies sent against Judah. 

VE children of Benjamin, gather 
yourselves to flee out of the 

uidst of Jerusalem, and blow the 
iruuipot in Tokou, aod set up a sign 
of tire in Both-hacecroin ; for evil 
uppeureth out of the north, and 
great destruction. 

2 I liavo likened the daughter of 
Zion to a comely and delicate woman. 

3 Tlio shepherds with their flooks 
shall come unto hor ; they shall piloh 
their tents against her round about; 
they shall feed every one in his 
place. 

4 Prepare ye war against her ; arise, 
and let us go up at noon. Woo unto 
us ! for the day gocth away, for the 
shadows of tho evening aro strotched 
out. 

5 Arise, and let us go by night, and 
let us destroy her pataoes. 

(> For thus hath the Lord of hosts 
.'.aid, llew ye down treos, and cast a 
mount against Jerusalem; this is the 
city to be visited; she is wholly op¬ 
pression in the midst of hor. 

7 As a fountain castoth out ber wa¬ 
ters, so sbo casteth out her wicked¬ 
ness ; violenco and spoil is heard in 
her; before me continually is grief 
and wounds. 

3 Bo thou instructed, 0 Jerusalem, 
lest my bou) dopart from thee; lest I 
make thee desolate, a land not in¬ 
habited. 

0 Thus suiLh the Lord of hosts, 
They shall thoroughly glean tho rem- 
uaut of Israol as a vine; turn back 
thino hand as a grape-gathorer into 
the baskets. 

10 To whom shall I speak, and give 
warning, that thoy may hear ? Behold, 
their ear is unoireumoised, and thoy 
oannot hoarkun ; bohold, the word 
of the Lord is unto them a reproach; 
they have no dolight in it. 

1 1 Therefore I am full of the fury 
of the Lord; I am weary with hold¬ 
ing in, I will pour it out upon the 
children abroad, and upon the as¬ 
sembly of young men together; for 
eveu the husband with the wife shall 
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be taken, tho aged with him that lv 
full of days. 

12 And their houses shall bo turned 
unto others, with their fields and 
wives together; for 1 will strotoh out 
my hand upon tho inhabitants of the 
land, saith the Lord. 

13 For from the least of them oven 
onto the greatest of them every one 
is given to covetousness; and from 
tho prophet even onto the priest 
every one dealeth falsely. 

14 They have healed also the hurt 
of the daughter of my people slightly, 
saying, Peace, peace ; when there is 
no peace. 

15 Were they ashamed when they 
had committed abomination ? nay, 
they were not at all ashamed, neither 
could thoy blush; therefore they shall 
fall among them that fall; at the 
lime that I visit them they shall be 
cast down, saith the Lord. 

10 Thus saith tho Lord, Stand ye in 
the ways, and see, and ask for the 
old paths, where is the good way, 
and walk therein, and ye shall find 
rest for your souls. But they said, 
We will not walk therein. 

17 Also I set watchmen over you, 
saying, Hoarken to the sound of the 
trumpet. But they said, We will not 
hearken. 

IB Therefore hear, ye nations, and 
know, 0 congregation, what is among 
them. 

10 Hear, 0 earth; behold, I will 
bring evil upon this people, even the 
fruit of thoir thoughts, beoause they 
have not hearkened unto my words, 
nor to my law, but rejected it. 

20 To what purpose cometh there 
to mo inconso from Sheba, and the 
sweet oane from a far country ? your 
burnt oflbriugs are not acceptable, 
nor your sacrifices sweet unto me. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lori, 
Behold, I will lay stumbling-blooks 
before this people, and the fathers 
and the sons together shall fall npon 
them; tho neighbour and his friend 
shall perish. 

22 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, a 
peoplo ooineth from the north conn- 
try, and a great nation shall be raised 
from the sides of the earth. 

23 They shall lay hold on bow and 
spear; they are cruel, and have no 
mercy; their voice roarelh like the 
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sea; and they ride upon horse?, set 
in array as men for war against thee, 
0 daughter of Zion. 

24 We hare heard the fame thereof; 
our hands wax feeble; anguish hath 
taken hold of us, and pain, a9 of a 
woman in trarail. 

25 Go not forth into the field, nor 
walk by the way; for the sword of 
the enemy and fear is on every side. 

26 0 daughter of my peoplo, gird 
thee with sackcloth, and wallow thy¬ 
self in ashes ; make thee mourning, as 
for an only son, most bitter lamenta¬ 
tion ; for the spoiler shall suddenly 
oome upon us. 

27 I nave set thee for a tower and 
a fortress among my people, that thou 
maye9t know and try their way. 

28 They are all grievous revolters, 
walking with slanders ; they are brass 
and iron ; they are all corrupters. 

29 Tho bellows are burned, the lend 
is oonsumed of the fire; the founder 
melteth in vain; for the wicked are 
not plucked away. 

30 Reprobate silver shall men call 
them, because the Lord hath rejected 
them. 


CHAPTER VII. 

'Jeremiah is tent to call for true, repentance , 
to prevent the Jew? captivity. 

T ILE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Stand in the gate of the Lord’s 
house, and proclaim there this word, 
and say, Hear the word of the Lord, 
all ye of Judah, that enter in at these 
gatoB to worship the Lord. 

3 Thus eaith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, Amend your ways 
and your doings, and I will oause 
you to dwell in this place. 

4 Trust ye not in lying words, say¬ 
ing, The temple of the Lord, Tho 
temple of the Lord, The tcmplo of 
the Lord, are these. 

5 For if ye thoroughly amend yonr 
ways and your doings; if ye tho¬ 
roughly execute judgment botween a 
man and his neighbour; 

6 If ye oppross not the stranger, the 
fatherless, and the widow, and shod 
not innocent blood in this place, nei¬ 
ther walk after other gods to your 
hnrt; 

7 Then will I oause you to dwell 
In this place, in the land that I gavo 
to jour fathers, for ever and ever. 


8 Behold, ye trust in lying words, 
that cannot profit. 

9 Will ye steal, murder, and com¬ 
mit adultery, and swear falsely, and 
burn incense unto Baal, and walk 
after other gods whom ye know not; 

10 And come and stand before me 
in this house, which is called by my 
name, and say, We are delivered to 
do all these abominations ? 

11 Is this house, which is called 
my name, become a den of robbers 
in your eyes? Behold, oven I have 
seen it, Baith the Lord. 

12 But go ye now unto my place 
which was in Shiloh, where I set niv 
name at the first, and see what I did 
to it for the wickedness of my people 
Israel. 

13 And now, because ye have done 
all these works, saith the Lord, and 
I spake unto you, rising up early 
and speaking, but ye heard not; and 
leaded you, but ye answered not; 

14 Therefore will I do unto this 
house, which is called by my name, 
wherein ye trust, and unto the place 
which I gave to you and to your 
fathers, as I have done to Shiloh. 

15 And I will oast you out of my 
Bight, as I have cast out all your bro 
thren, even the whole seed of Ephraim. 

16 Therefore pray not thou for this 
peoplo, neither lift up cry nor prayer 
for them, neither make intercession 
to me; for I will not hear thee. 

17 Seest thou not what they do in 
the cities of Judah and in the streets 
of Jerusalem? 

1$ The children gather wood, and 
the fathers kindle the fire, and the 
women knead thoir dough, to make 
cakes to the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink offerings onto other 
gods, that tboy may provoke me to 
anger. 

19 Do they provoke me to anger? 
saith the Lord; do they not provoke 
themselves to the oonfusion of their 
own faces ? 

20 Therefore thus saith the Lor I 
God; Behold, mine anger and my 
fury shall be poured out upon this 
place, upon man, and upon beast, ami 
upon the trees of the field, and upon 
the fruit of the ground; and it shall 
burn, and shall not bo quenched. 

21 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Put your burnt 
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offerings unto your sacrifices, and eat 
flesh. 

22 For I spake not unto your fathers, 
nor commanded them in the day that 
X brought them out of the land of 
Egypt, concerning burnt offerings or 
sacrifices; 

23 But this thing commanded I 
them, saying, Obey my voice, and I 
will be your God, and ye shall be my 
people; and walk ye in all the ways 
that I have commanded you, that it 
may be well uuto you. 

24 But they hearkened not, nor in¬ 
clined their ear, but walked in the 
counsols, and in tho imagination of 
their evil heart, and went backward, 
and not forward. 

25 Since the day that your fathers 
came forth out of the land of Egypt 
unto this day, I have even sent unto 
you all my servants the prophets, daily 
rising up early and sending them. 

26 Yet they hearkened not unto me, 
nor iDolined their car, but hardened 
their neck; they did worse than their 
fathors. 

27 Therefore thou shalt speak all 
these words unto them ; but they will 
noL hearken Lo tbee ; thou shalt also 
call unto them ; but they will not an¬ 
swer thee. 

29 But thou shalt say unto them, 
This iB a nation that obeyuth not the 
voioe of the Lord thoir God, nor re- 
oeivotb correction ; truth is perished, 
and is out off from thoir mouth. 

29 Cut off thino hair, 0 Jerusalem, 
and cast it away, and take up a 
lamentation on high places; for tho 
Lord hath rejeotod and forsaken the 
gonoration of his wrath. 

30 For tho childron of Judah have 
done evil in my sight, saith the Lord; 
they have sot thoir abominations in 
tho house which is oallod by my name, 
(o pollute it. 

31 And Ihoy navo built the high 

f daces of Tophet, which is in the val- 
oy of the son of Hinnoui, to burn 
their sons and thoir daughters in the 
fire; whioh I commanded them not, 
neither onme it into my heArt. 

32 Therefore, behold, the days oome, 
saith the Lord, that it shall no moro 
be oallod Tophot, nor The valley of 
the son of Llinnom, but The valley 
of slaughter,; for thoy shall bury in 
Tophot, till there be no plaoe. 
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33 And the oaroasses of this people 
Bhall be meat for the fowls of the 
heaven, and for the beasts of the 
earth; and none shall fray them Away. 

34 Thon will I cause to cease from 
the oities of Judah, and from the 
streets of Jerusalem, the voice of 
mirth, and tho voice of gladness, the 
voioe of the bridegroom, and the 
voice of the hride; for the land shall 
be desolate. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Tkc calamity of the Jewi—Their grievoui 
judgment. 

T that time, Baith the Lord, they 
shall bring out the bones of the 
kings of Judab, and the bones of his 
princes, and the bones of the priests, 
and the bones of the prophets, and 
the bones of the inhabitants of Jeru¬ 
salem, out of their graves ; 

2 And thoy shall spread them be¬ 
fore tho sun, and the moon, and all 
the host of heaven, whom they have 
lovod, and whom they have served, 
and after whom they have walked, 
and whom they have sought, and 
whom they have worshipped; they 
shall not be gathered, nor be buried, 
they shall be for dung upon tho face 
of the earth. 

3 And death shall be ohosen rather 
than lifo by all the residue of them 
that remain of this evil family, whioh 
remain in all the plaoes whither I 
have driven them, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

4 Moreovor thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord; Shall 
they fall, and not arise? shall he 
turn away, and not return ? 

5 Why then is this people of Jeru¬ 
salem slidden baok by a perpetual 
baokslidiDg? thoy hold fast uecoit, 
they rofuse to return. 

6 I hearkened and heard, but they 
spake not aright; no man repented 
him of his wickedness, Baying, What 
have I done ? overy one turned to 
his course, as the horse rushelh into 
the battle. 

7 Yea, the stork in the heaven 
knoweth her appointed times; and 
the turtle and the orane and the 
swallow observe the time of their 
coming ; but my pooplo know not the 
judgment of tho Lord. 

8 How do ye say, We are wise, and 
the law of the Lord is with us? Lo, 
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certainly in vain made ho It; the pen 
of the ecribcs is in vain. 

9 The wise men are ashamed, thoy 
are dismayed and taken; lo, they 
have rejected the word of the Lord; 
and what wiBdom is in them ? 

10 Therefore will I give their wives 
unto others, and their fields to them 
that shall inherit them ; for every one 
from the least even nnto the greatest 
is given to covetousness, from tho 
prophet evon unto the priest every 
one dealeth falsely. 

11 For they have healed the hurt 
of the daughter of my people slightly, 
Baying, Peace, peace; when there is 
no peace. 

12 Were they ashamed when they 
had committed abomination? nay, 
they were not at all ashamed, neither 
could they hlush; therefore shall they 
fall among them that fall; in the time 
of their visitation they shall be cast 
down, saith the Lord. 

13 1 will surely consume them, saith 
the Lord; Lhere shall be no grapes 
on the vine, nor figs on the fig tree, 
and tho leaf shall fade; and the 
things that I have given them shall 
pass away from them. 

14 Why do wo sit still? assemble 
yourselves, and let us enter into the 
defenced oities, and let us be silent 
thore; for the Lord our God hath 
put us to silence, and given us water 
of gal) to drink, because we have 
sinned against the Lord. 

15 We looked for peace, but no good 
came; and for a time of health, and 
behold trouble! 

15 The snorting of his horses was 
heard from Dan; the whole laud 
trembled at the sound of the neighing 
of his strong oneB ; for they are come, 
and have devoured the land, and all 
that iB in it; the oity, and those that 
dwell therein. 

17 For, behold, I will send serpents, 
oookatrioes, among you, which will 
not be oharmod, and they shall bite 
you, saith the Lord. 

18 When I would oomfort rnysolf 
against sorrow, my heart is faint in me. 

19 Behold the voice of the cry of 
the daughter of my people beoause 
of them that dwell in a far country ; 
Is not the Lord in Zion ? is nut her 
king in her? Why have they pro¬ 
voked me to anger with their graven 


images, and with strange vanities? 

20 The harvest is past, the summer 
is ended, and we are not saved. 

21 For the hurt of the daughter of 
my people am I hurt; I am black; 
astonishment hath taken hold on me. 

22 Is there no balm in Gilead? is 
there no physician there? why then 
is not the health of the daughter of 
my people recovered ? 

CHAPTER IX. 

Jeremiah lamenteih — Disobedient* the. taut* 
of bitter calamily. 

II that my head were waters, and 
mine eyes a fountain of tears, 
that I might weep day and night for 
the slain of the daughter of m; 
people ! 

2 Oh that I had In the wilderness a 
lodging-place of wayfaring men, 
that I might leave my people, and go 
from them ! for they be all adulterers, 
an assembly of treacherous men. 

J And they bend their tongaes like 
their bow for lies; but they are not 
valiant for tho troth upon the earth. 
for they proceed from evil to evil, and 
they know not me, saith the Lord. 

4 Take ye heed every one of his 
neighbour, and trust ye not in anv 
brother ; for every brother will utterly 
supplant, and every neighbour will 
walk with slanders. 

5 And thoy will deceive every ono 
his neighbour, and will nut speak the 
truth ; they have taught their tongue 
to speak lies, and weary themselves 
to commit iniquity. 

6 Thine habitation is in the midst 
of deceit; through deceit they refuse 
to know me, saith the Lord. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, Behold, I will melt them, and 
try them ; for how shall I do for the 
daughter of my people ? 

8 Their tonguo is as an arrow shot 
out; it speaketh deceit: onespoaketb 
poaocably to his neighbour with hie 
mouth, but in heart he layeth his wait 

9 Shall I not visit them for these 
things? saith the Lord ; shall not my 
soul ho avenged on such a nation as 
this ? 

10 For the mountains will I take up 
a weeping and wailing, and for the 
habitations of the wilderness a lam¬ 
entation, beoause they are burned up, 
so that none oan pass through them ; 
neither can men hear the voioe of th# 
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cattle; both the fowl of the heavens 
aDd tho beast are fled; they are 
gone. 

H And 1 will make Jerusalem 
heaps, and a don of dragons; and I 
will make tho citice of Judnh deso¬ 
late, without aD inhabitant. 

12 Who is tho wise man, that may 
understand this ? and who is ho to 
whom the mouth of the Lord hath 
spoken, that ho may declare it, for 
what the land perieheth and is burned 
up like a wilderness, that none pass- 
eth through ? 

13 And tho Lord saith, Becauso 
they have forsaken my law which I 
set before them, and have not obeyed 
my voice, neither walked therein; 

1-1 But have walked aftor the 
imagination of their own heart, and 
after Baalim, which their fathers 
laugh! them ; 

15 Thoreforc Lhus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I 
will feed them, even this people, with 
wormwood, and give them water of 
gall to drink. 

16 I will scatter them also among 
tho heathen, whom neithor they nor 
their fathers have known; and I will 
send a sword aftor thorn, till I have 
consumed them. 

17 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
Consider yo, and oall for the mourn¬ 
ing women, that they may come; and 
send for cunning women, that thoy 
may eomo 

18 And let them make haBte, and 
lake up a wailing for us, that our 
eyes may run down with tears, and 
our eyolids gush out with waterfl. 

10 For a voice of wailing is heard 
out of Zion, How arc we spoiled ! we 
are greatly confoundod, because we 
huvo forsaken tho land, beoause our 
dwellings have oast us out. 

20 Yot hear tho word of tho Lord, 
0 yo women, and lot your ear receive 
the word of his mouth, and teach 
your daughters wailing, and every 
one her neighbour lamentation. 

21 For death is come up into pur 
windows, and is entered into our 
palaoes, to out off the ohildren from 
without, and the young men from the 
streets. 

22 Sponk, Thus saith the Lord, 
Even tho oareassce of men shall fall 
an dung upon the open field, and as 
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the handful after the harvestman, 
and none shall gather them. 

23 Thus saith the Lord, Let not the 
wise man glory in his wisdom, neither 
let the mighty inaD glory in his 
might, let not the rich man glory in 
his riohee; 

24 But let him that glorieth glory 
in this, that he understandeth and 
knowoth me, that I am the Lord 
which exercise loving-kindness, judg¬ 
ment, and righteousness, in the earth; 
for in these things I delight, saith 
the Lord. 

25 Behold, the days oome, saith the 
Lord, that I will punish all them 
which are circumcised with the unoir- 
cumciscd; 

26 Egypt, and Judah, and Edom, 
and the ohildren of Ammon, and 
Moab, and all that are in the utmost 
corners, that dwell in the wilderness ; 
for all these nations are anciroum- 
oised, and all the house of Israel are 
uncircumcisod in the heart. 

CHAPTER X. 

The unequal comparison of God and idolt 

— The. prophet lammteth the spoil of the 

tabernacle. 

EAR ye the word whioh the 
Lord speaketh unto you, 0 
house of Israel ; 

2 Thus saith the Lord, Learn not 
tho way of the heathen, and be not 
dismayed at tho signs of hei ven ; for 
the heathen are dismayed at them. 

3 For tho customs of the people are 
vain; for one outteth a tree out of the 
forest, the work of the hands of the 
workman, with the axe. 

4 They dock it with silver and with 
gold; they fasten it with nails and 
with hammers, that it move not. 

5 They are upright as the palm 
tree, but speak not; they must need? 
be borne, beoause they oannot go. 
Be not afraid of them; for they can¬ 
not do evil, neither also is it in them 
to do good. 

6 Forasmuch as there is none like 
unto thee, 0 Lord; thou art great, 
and thy name is great in might. 

7 Who would not fo&r thee, 0 King 
of nations? for to thee doth it ap¬ 
pertain ; forasmnoh as among all the 
wise men of tho nations, and in all 
their kingdoms, thero is none like 
unto thee. 

8 But they are altogether brutish 
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and foolish ; the stock Is a doctrine 
of vanities. 

9 Silver spread into plates is brought 
from Tarshish, and gold from Uphaz, 
the work of tho workman, and of the 
hands of the founder; blue and purple 
is their clothing; they are all the 
work of cunning men. 

10 But the Lord is the true God, 
he is the living God, and an everlast¬ 
ing King; at his wrath the earth 
shall tremblo, and the nations shall 
not be able to abide his indignation. 

11 Thus shall ye say unto them, 
The gods that bave not made the 
heavens and the eartb, even they 
shall perish from the eartb, and from 
under these heavens. 

12 He bath made the earth by his 

E ower, he hath established the world 
y his wisdom, and hath stretched 
out tbe heavens by his discretion. 

13 When he uttereth his voice, thero 
is a multitude of waters in the hea¬ 
vens, and he causeth the vapours to 
ascend from the ends of the earth ; 
he maketh lightnings with rain, and 
bringeth forth the wind out of his 
treasures. 

14 Every man is brutish in hiB 
knowledge; every founder is con¬ 
founded by the graven image; for 
his molten image is falsehood, and 
there is no breath in them. 

15 They are vanity, and the work 
of errors; in the timo of their visita¬ 
tion they shall perish. 

16 The portion of Jacob is not like 
them; for he is the formorof all things; 
and Israel iB the rod of his inherit¬ 
ance; Tho Lord of hosts is his name. 
17 Gather up thy wares out of the 
land, 0 inhabitant of the fortress. 

18 For thus eaith the Lord, Behold, 
I will sling out the inhabitants of tho 
land at this once, and will distress 
them, that they may find it so. 

19 Woo is me for my hurt! my 
wound is grievous; but I said, Truly 
this is a grief, and 1 must bear it. 

20 My tabernacle is spoiled, and all 
my oords are broken; my ohildren 
are gone forth of me, and they are 
not; there is none to stretch forth my 
tent any more, and to Bet up my our- 
tains. 

21 For the pastors are beoome 
brutish, and have not sought the 
Lord: therefore they shall not prosper, 


and all their flocks shall be scattered. 

22 Behold, the noise of the bruit is 
come, and a great commotion out of 
the north country, to make tho cities 
of Judah desolate, and a den of dra¬ 
gons. 

23 0 Lord, I know that the way of 
man is not in himself; it is not in 
man that walketh to direct his steps. 

24 0 Lord, correct me, but with 
judgment; not in thine anger, lest 
thou bring me to nothing. 

25 Pour out thy fury upon the hea¬ 
then that know thee not, and upon 
the families that call not on thy name, 
for they have eaten up Jacob, and de¬ 
voured him, and consumed him, and 
bave made bis habitation desolate. 


CflAPTER XI. 

Jeremiah procJaimeih God’s covenant. 

T HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Hear ye the words of this covenant, 
and speak unto the men of Judah, and 
to tbe inhabitants of Jerusalem ; 

3 And say thou unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel; Cursed 
be the man that obeyeth not the 
words of this covenant, 

4 Which I commanded your fathers 
in the day that I brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt, from tho 
iron furnace, saying, Obey my voice, 
and do them, according to all which 
I command you; so shall ye be my 
people, and I will be your God; 

5 That I may perform tho oath 
which I have sworn unto your fathers, 
to give them a laud flowing with milk 
and honey, as it is this day. Then 
answered I,and said, So be it, 0 Lord. 
6 Then tbe Lord said unto mo. 
Proclaim all these words in the cities 
of Judah, and in the streets of Jeru¬ 
salem, saying, Hear ye the words of 
this covenant, and do them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto 
your fathers in the day that I brought 
them up out of the land of Egypt 
even unto this day, rising early and 
protesting, saying, Obey my voice. 

8 Yet they obeyed not, nor inclined 
tbeir ear, but walked every one in 
the imagination of tbeir evil heart , 
thoreforo I will bring upon them all 
tho words of this oovenant, which I 
commanded them to do; but they did 
them not. 

9 And the Lord said unto mo, A 
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conspiracy Is foand among the men 
of Judah, and among the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem. 

10 They are turned hook to the 
iolquities of their forefathers, which 
refused to hear tny words; and they 
went after other gods to serve them ; 
the house of Israel and the house of 
Judah hare broken my covenant, 
which I made with their fathers. 

11 Therefore thus saith the Lord, 
Behold, I will bring evil upon them, 
which they shall not be able to es- 
oapo; and though they shall cry unto 
me, I will not hearken unto them. 

12 Then shall the cities of Judah 
and inhabitants of Jerusalem go, and 
cry unto tho gods unto whom they 
offer inccnso; but they shall not save 
them at all in the time of their trouble. 

13 For according to the number of 
thy cities were thy gods, 0 Judah; 
and according to tho number of the 
streets of Jerusalom have ye set up 
altars to that shameful thing, oven 
altars to burn inccnso unto Baal. 

14 Therefore pray not thou for this 
people, neither lift up aory or prayer 
for them; for I will not hear them in 
the time that they ory unto me for 
their trouble. 

15 What hath my beloved to do in 
mine house, seeing she hath wrought 
lewdneBS with many, and the holy 
flosh is passed from thee? when thou 
doost evil, then thon rejoioest. 

16 The Lord oallod thy name, A 
green olive tree, fair, and of goodly 
fruit; with the noise of a great tu¬ 
mult he hath kindled fire upon it, 
and the branches of it are broken. 

17 For the Lord of hosts, that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil 
against thee, for the evil of the house 
of Israel and of the house of Judah, 
whioh they have done against thom- 
■elvos to provoke me to anger in 
offering incense unto Baal. 

18 And the Lord hath given me 
knowledge of it, and I know it; then 
thou showedst me their doings. 

19 Bit I was like a lamb or an ox 
that is brought to the slaughter; and 
I knew not that they had devised 
devioes against me, saying, Let ns 
destroy tho tree with the fruit there¬ 
of, and let us out him off* from the 
land of tho living, that his name 
may ho no more rornemhored. 
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20 But, 0 Lord of hosts, that Jndg- 
eit righteously, that triest the relm 
and the heart, let me see thy ven- 
geanoe on them; for unto thee have 
I revealed my oause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
the men of Anathoth, that seek thy 
life, saying, Prophesy not in the name 
of the Lord, that thon die not by our 
hand; 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lord ot 
hosts, Behold, I will punish them; 
the young men shall die oy the 6word; 
their sons and their daughters shall 
die by famine; 

23 And there shall be no remnant 
of them; for I will bring evil upon 
the men of Anathoth, even the year 
of their visitation. 

C11 AFTER XII. 

Jeremiah complaintth of the wicked* i pror 

perity—The penitent to return fmm. cap¬ 
tivity . 

IGIITEOUS art thou, 0 Lord, 
when I plead with thee; yel let 
me talk with thee of thy judgments ; 
Wherefore doth the way of the wicked 
prospor? wherefore are all they happy 
that deal very treacherously; 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they 
have taken root; they grow, yea, they 
bring forth fruit; thou art near in 
their mouth, and far from thoir reins. 

3 But thou, 0 Lord, knowest me; 
thou hast sceu me, and tried mine 
heart toward thee; pull them out 
like sheep for the slaughter, and pre¬ 
pare them for the day of slaughter. 

4 How long shall the land mourn, 
and the herbs of every field wither, 
for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein 7 the beasts are oonsumed, 
and the birds; because they said, 
He shall not Bee our last end. 

5 If thou hast run with our fool- 
men, and they have wearied thee, 
then how oanst thou contend with 
horses? and if in the land of peaoe, 
wherein thou trustedst, they wearied 
theo, thon how wilt thou do in the 
swelling of Jordan ? 

6 For even thy brethron, and the 
house of Ihy father, even thoy have 
dealt troaoherouely with thee; yea, 
thoy have called a multitude after 
thee; believe them not, though they 
speak fair words unto theo. 

7 I have forsakon mine house, I 
have left mine heritage; I have 
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given the dearly beloved of my tool 
Into the hand of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a lion 
in the forest; it crieth oat against 
me; therefore have I hated it. 

9 Mine heritage is onto me as a 
speckled bird, the birds round about 
are against her; come ye, assemble all 
the beasts of the held, come to devour. 

10 Many pastors have destroyed 
my vineyard, they have trodden my 
portion under foot, they have made 
my pleasant portion a desolate wil¬ 
derness. 

11 They have made it desolate, and 
being desolate it moumeth unto me; 
the whole land is made desolate, be¬ 
cause no man layeth it to heart. 

12 The spoilers are come upon all 
high places through the wilderness; 
for the sword of the Lord shall de¬ 
vour from the one end of the land 
even to the other end of the land; no 
flesh shall have peace. 

13 They have sown wheat, but shall 
reap thorns; they have put themselves 
to pain, but shall not profit; and they 
shall be ashamed of your revenues be¬ 
cause of the fierce anger of the Lord. 

14 Thus saith the Lord against all 
mine evil neighbours, that touch the 
inheritance which I have caused my 
people Israel to inherit; Behold, I 
will pluck them out of their land, and 
pluck out the house of Judah from 
amoug them. 

15 And it shall come to pass, after 
that I have plucked them out I will 
retarn,and have compassion on them, 
and will bring them again, every man 
to his heritage, and every man to his 
land. 

16 And it shall come to pass, if they 
will diligently learn the ways of my 
people, to swear by my name, The 
Lord liveth; as they taught my peo- 

le to swear by Baal; then shall they 
e bnilt in the midst of my people. 

17 Bnt if they will not obey, 1 will 
utterly pluck np and destroy that 
nation, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIIL 

The type of a linen girdle — The, parable of 
tiu oottUi filled unth wine—Future judg¬ 
ment *— Abominations are the cause thereof 
HUS saith the Lord unto mo, Qo 
and get thee a linen girdle, and 
at it apon thy loins, and put it not 
a wator. 


2 So I got a girdle aooording to the 
word of the Lord, and put it on my 
loins. 

3 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me the second time, saying, 

4 Take the girdle that thou ha?i 
got, which is upon thy loins, ami 
arise, go to Euphrates, and hide m 
there in a hole of the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it by Eu 
phrates, as the Lord commanded mu 

6 Aud it came to pass after man; 
days, that the Lord said unto uu. 
Arise, go to Euphrates, and take Uk- 
girdle from thence, which I com 
manded thee to hide there. 

7 Then I went to Euphrates, ami 
digged, and took the girdle from the 
place where I had hid it; and, be¬ 
hold, the girdle was marred, it wa? 
profitable for nothing. 

B Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

9 Thus saith the Lord, After th‘> 
manner will I mar the pride of Judah, 
and the great pride of Jerusalem. 

10 This evil people which refuse h> 
hear my words, which walk in the 
imagination of their heart, and walk 
after other gods, to Berve them, and 
to worship them, shall even be n« 
this girdle, which is good for nothin-; 

11 For as the girdle cloaveth to th■ 
loins of a man, so have I caused [>• 
cleave unto me the whole house ul 
Israel and the whole house of Judah, 
saith the Lord; that they might b>- 
unto me for a people, and for a name, 
and for a praise, and for a glory ; but 
they would not hear. 

12 Therefore thou shalt speak uut" 
them this word; Thus saith the Lord 
Qod of Israel, Every bottle shall be 
filled with wine; and they shall say 
unto thee, Do we not oertainly know 
that every bottle shall be filled with 
wine ? 

13 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will 
fill all tbe inhabitants of this land, 
oven the kings that sit upon DaTid’n 
throne, and the priests, and the pro 
phets, and all the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem, with drunkenness. 

14 And I will dash them one against 
another, even the fathers and the 
sons together, saith the Lord; I will 
not pity, nor spare, ncr have mercy 
but destroy them. 
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lft Hear ye, and give ear; be not 
prond; for the Lord hath spoken. 

lft Give glory to the Lord your God, 
before he oause darkness, and hefore 
your feot stumble upon the dark 
mountains, and, while ye look for 
light, he turn it into the shadow of 
death, and make it gross darkness. 

17 Dut if ye will not hear it, my 
soul shall weep in secret places for 
your pride ; and mino eye shall weep 
sore, and run down with tears, be¬ 
cause the Lord’s flock is carried away 
captive. 

IS Say unto the king and to the 
queen, Humble yourselves, sit down; 
for your p r incipalities shall como 
Jowd, evon the orown of your 
glory. 

10 Tho oitics of the south shall be 
shut up, and none shall open them; 
Judah shall be carried away captive 
all of it, it shall be wholly carried 
away oaplive. 

20 Lift up your eyeB, and behold 
them that come from tho north; where 
is the flock that was given thee, 
thy beautiful flock? 

21 What wilt thou say when be shall 
punish thee? for tbou hast taught 
thorn to ho captains, and as chief over 
thee; shall not sorrows take thee, as 
a woman in travail? 

22 And if thou Bay in thine heart, 
Whcrofore oome these things upon 
me? For the greatness of thine in¬ 
iquity arc thy skirts discovered, and 
thy heels mado bare. 

23 Can the Ethiopian change his 
Bkin, or the leopard his spots? then 
may ye also do good, that are accus¬ 
tomed to do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scatter them as 
the Btubhlo that passeth away by the 
wind of tho wildernoss. 

25 This is thy lot, the portion of 
thy moaBuros from me,saitn the Lord; 
because thou hast forgotten me, and 
trusted in falsehood 

26 Therefore will I discover thy 
skirts upon thy face that thy shame 
may appear. 

27 I nave seen thine adulteries, and 
thy noighings, the lewdnoss of thy 
whorodom, and thine abominations 
on the bills in (ho fields. Woe unto 
thee, 0 Jerusalem! wilt thou not be 
mado clean? when shall it onoo 
be?

CHAPTER XIV. 

The ffrievout /amine—The Lord wO not t* 
entreated for the people — Lying prophet «. 

HE word of the Lord that came 
to Jeremiah concerning the 
dearth. 

2 Judah mournelh, and the gates 
thereof languish; they are black unto 
the ground; and tho cry of Jerusalem 
is gone up. 

3 And their nobles have sent their 
little ones to the waters; they came 
to the pits, and found no water; they 
returned with their vessels empty; 
they were ashamed and confounded, 
and covered their heads. 

4 Because the ground is chapped, 
for there was no rain in the earth, 
the ploughmen were ashamed, they 
covered their heads. 

5 Yea, the hind also oalved in the 
field, and forsook it, beoause there 
was no grass. 

ft And tho wild asses did stand in 
the high places, they snuffed up the 
wind like dragons; their eyes did 
fail, hecauso there was no grass. 

7 0 Lord, though our iniquities 
testify against us, do thou it for thy 
name's sake; for our baokslidings are 
many; we have sinned against thee. 

8 0 tho hope of Israel, the Saviour 
thereof in time of trouble, why should- 
cat thou be as a stranger in the land, 
and as a wayfaring man that turneth 
aside to tarry for a night? 

9 Why shouldcst thou be as a man 
astonished, as a mighty man that 
cannot save? yet thou, 0 Lord, art 
in the midst of us, and we are called 
by thy name; leave us not. 

10 Thus saith the Lord unto this 
people, Thus have they loved to wan¬ 
der, they have not refrained their feet, 
therefore tho Lord doth not accept 
them; he will now remember their 
iniquity, aud visit their sins. 

11 Then said the Lord unto me, 
Pray not for this people for thoir 
good. 

12 When they fast, I will not hear 
their cry; and when they offer burnt 
offering and an oblation, I will not 
accept them; but I will oonsume them 
by the sword, and by the famine, and 
by tho pestilence. 

13 Then said I, Ah, Lord God 1 b*» 
hold, the prophets say unto them, Ya 
■hall not see the sword, neither shall 
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raj 

ye hare famine; but I will giye you 
assured peace iu this place. 

14 Then the Lord said unto me, 
The prophets prophesy lies in my 
oame; I sent them not, neither hare I 
commanded them, neither Bpake unto 
them; they prophesy unto yon a false 
vision and divination, and a thing of 
nanght, and the deceit of their heart. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
oonoerningthe prophets that prophesy 
in my name, and I sent them not, yet 
they say, Sword and famine shall not 
be in this land; By sword and famine 
shall those prophets bo oonenmed. 

16 And tne people to whom they 
prophesy shall bo cast out in the 
streets of Jerusalem, because of the 
famine and the sword; and they 
shall have none to bury them, them, 
their wives, nor their sons, nor their 
daughters; for 1 will pour their wick¬ 
edness upon them. 

17 Therefore thou shalt say this 
word unto them; Lot mine eyes run 
down with tears night and day, and let 
them not cease, for the virgin daugh¬ 
ter of my people is broken with a great 
breach, with a very grievous blow. 

18 If I go forth into the field, then 
behold the slain with the sword ! and 
if I enter into the oity, then behold 
them that are Biok with famine! yea, 
both the prophet and the priest go 
about into a land that they know not. 

19 Hast thou utterly rejectod Judah 7 
hath thy soul loathed Zion? why 
hast thou smitten us, and there is no 
healing for us; we looked for peace, 
and there is no good; and for the 
time of healing, and behold trouble! 

20 We acknowledge, 0 Lord, our 
wickedness, and the iniquity of our fa¬ 
thers ; for wo have sinned against thee. 

21 Do not abhor us, for thy name's 
sake; do Dot disgraoe the throno of 
thy glory; remember, break not thy 
covenant with us. 

22 Are there any among the vanities 
of the Gentiles that can oause rain ? 
or can the heavens give showers ? Art 
not thou he, 0 Lord our God ? there¬ 
fore we will wait upon thee; for thou 
hast made all these things. 

CUAFTER XT. 

Rectum qf the Jtwa—A threatening far 
them. 

HEN said the Lord unto me, 
Though Moses and Samuel stood 


before me, yet my mind could not 1m 
toward this people; oast them out of 
my sight, and let them go forth. 

2 And it Bhall oome to pass, if they 
say unto thee, Whither shall we go 
forth? then thou shalt tell them, 
Thus saith the Lord; Such as are for 
death, to death; and suoh as are for 
the sword, to the sword; and anch as 
are for the famine, to the famine; 
and such as are for the captivity, to 
the captivity. 

3 And I will appoint over them four 
kinds, saith the Lord; the sword to 
slay, and the dogs to tear, and the 
fowls of the heaven, and the beasts of 
the earth, to devoar and destroy. 

J 4 And I will cause them to he re- 
fmoved into all kingdoms of the 
earth, because of M&nasseh the son 
\ of Hezekiah king of Judah, for that 
.^which he did in Jerusalem. 

'■£ For who shall have pity upon 
thee, 0 Jerusalem ? or who snail 
bemoan thee ? or who shall go aside 
to ask how thou doest? 

6 Thou hast forsaken me, saith the 
Lord, thou art gone backward; there¬ 
fore will I stretch out my hand against 
thee, and destroy thee; I am weary 
with repenting. 

7 Ana I will fan them with a fan 
in the gates of the land; I will bereave 
them of children, I will destroy my 
people, since they return not from 
their ways. 

8 Their widows are increased to me 
above the sand of the seas; I have 
brought upon them against the mother 
of the young men a spoiler at noon¬ 
day ; I have caused him to fall upon 
it suddenly, and terrors npon the 
city. 

9 She that hath borne seven lan¬ 
guished ; she hath given up the 
ghost; her sun is gone down while 
it was yet day; sbo hath been ashamod 
and oonfounded; and the residue of 
them will I deliver to the sword be¬ 
fore their enemies, saith the Lord. 

10 Woe is me, my mother, that thou 
hast borne me a man of strife and a 
man of contention to the whole earth! 
I have neither lent on usury, nor men 
have lent to me on usury; yet every 
one of them doth curse me. 

11 The Lord said, Vorily it shall be 
well with thy remnant; vorily I will 
oause the enemv to entreat thee well 
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Id tke time of evil and In the time 
of affliotion. 

12 Shall iron break the northern 
iroD and the Btecl 7 

13 Tby substanoe and thy treasures 
will I give to tho spoil without price, 
and that for all thy sins, even in all 
tby bordors. 

14 And I will make thee to pass 
with thino enemies into a land which 
thou knowest not; for a fire is kin¬ 
dled in mine anger, which shall burn 
upon you. 

15 0 Lord, thou knowest; remember 
mo, and visit me, and revenge me of 
my persecutors; take mo not away 
in thy long-suffering ; know that for 
tby sake I kavo suffered rebuke. 

16 Thy words wore found, and I did 
eat them ; and thy word was unto me 
tbo joy and rejoicing of ini no heart; 
for I am oallod by tby name, 0 Lord 
God of boBle. 

17 1 sat Dot in the aBsombly of the 
mockers, nor rejoiced; I sat alone 
beoause of thy band ; for thou bast 
filled me with indignation. 

18 Why is my pain porpetual, and 
my wound incurable, which refusetb 
to be healed 7 wilt thou bo altogether 
unto me as a liar, and as waters that 
fail 7 

19 Thorofore thus saith tho Lord, If 1 
thou return, then will I bring thee 
again, and thou shalt eland before 
me; and if thou take forth the pre¬ 
cious from tho vile, thou shall be as 
my mouth; let them return unto thee; 
but return not tbou unto them. 

20 And I will make thoe unto this 
people a fenoed brazen wall; and they 
shall fight against thoe, but they shall 
not provail against thee; fori am with 
thee to save thee and to deliver thee, 
saitb the Lord.

7 At what instant I shall speak con¬ 
cerning a nation, and conoerning a 
kingdom, to pluck up, and to pull 
down, and to destroy it; 

8 If that nation, Against whom I 
have pronounced, turn from their 
evil, I will withhold Lhc evil that I 
thought to do unto them. 

9 And at what instant I shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concern¬ 
ing a kingdom, to build and to plant 
it; 

10 If it do evil in my sight, that it 
oboy not my voice, then I will with¬ 
hold the good, wherewith I said I 
would beneGt them. 

11 Now therefore go to, speak to 
the men of Judah, and to the inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem, saying, Thus 
saith tho Lord; Behold, I frame evil 
against you, and devise a device 
against you; return ye now every 
one from his evil way, and make your 
ways and your doings good. 

12 And they said, Thoro is no hope; 
but wo will walk after our own de¬ 
vices, and we will overy one do the 
imagination of his evil heart. 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Ask ye now Among the heathen, who 
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hath heard Bach things; the virgin 
of Israel hath done a Tory horrible 
thing. 

14 Will you not leave the snow of 
the field of Lebanon ; shall not the 
cold flowing waters that come from 
another place from the rock, be for¬ 
saken ? 

15 Because my people hath forgot¬ 
ten me, they have burned incense to 
vanity, and they have caused them to 
stumble in their ways from the ancient 
paths, to walk id paths, in a way not 
cast up; 

16 To make thoirland desolate, and 
a perpetual hissing ; every one that 
passeth thereby shall be astonished, 
and wag his head. 

17 I will scatter them as with an 
east wind before the enemy; I will 
show them the back, and not the faoe, 
in the day of their calamity. 

18 Then said they, Come, aDd lot 
us devise devices against Jeremiah;

19 Give heed to me, 0 Lord, and 
hearken to the voioe of them that 
contend with me. 

20 6hall evil be recompensed for 
good? for they have diggod a pit for 
my soul. Remember that I stood 
before thee to speak good for them, 
and to torn away thy wrath from 
them. 

21 Therefore deliver up their chil¬ 
dren to the famine, and pour out 
their blood by the force of the sword ; 
and let their wiveB be bereaved of 
their children, aDd be widows; and 
let their men be put to death; let 
their young men be slain by the 
swoid in battle. 

22 Let a cry be heard from their 
houses, when thou ehalt bring a troop 
suddenly upon them ; for they have 
digged a pit to take me, aDd hid 
snares for my feet. 

23 Yet, Lord, thou knowest all their 
counsel against me to Blay me; for¬ 
give Dot their iniquity, neither blot 
out their sin from thy Bight, but let 
them bo overthrown before thee; 
deal thns with them in the time of 
thine anger. 


CHAPTER XTX. 

The type of breaking a potter’s vessel—Tfn 
desolation of the Jews. 

nUS saith the Lord, Go and get 
a potter's earthen bottle, and take 
of the ancients of the people, and of 
the ancients of the priests; 

2 And go forth unto the valley of 
the son of Hinnom, which is by the 
entry of the east gate, and proclaim 
there the words that I shall tell thee; 

3 And Bay, Hear ye the word of the 
Lord, 0 kings of Judah, and inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem; Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, I will bring evil upon this 

lace, the which whosoever heareth, 
is earB shall tingle. 

4 Beoanse they have forsaken me, 

; and have estranged this place, and 

have burned incense in it unto other 
gods, whom neither they nor their 
fathers have known, nor the kings of 
Judah, and have filled this place with 
the blood of innocents ; 

5 They have built also the high 
places of Baal, to burn their sons with 
fire for burnt offerings unto Baal, 
which I commanded not, nor spake 
it, neither came it into my mind ; 

6 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that this place shall 
no more be called Tophet, nor The 
valley of the son of Hinnom, but Tho 
valley of slaughter. 

7 And I will make void the counsel 
of Judah and Jerusalem in this place; 
and I will oause them to fall by the 
sword before their enemies, and by 
the hands of them that seek their 
lives; and their carcasses will I give 
to be meat for the fowls of heaven, 
and for the beasts of the earth. 

8 And I will make this city desolate, 
and a hissing; every one that passeth 
thereby shall be astonished and hiss, 
because of all the plagues thereof. 

9 And I will cause them to eat the 
flesh of their sons and the flesh of 
their daughters, and they shall eat 
every one the flesh of his friend in 
tho siege and straitness, wherewith 
their enemies, and they that seek 
their lives, shall straiten them. 

10 Then shalt thou break the bottle 
in the sight of the men that go with 
thee, 

11 And shalt say unto them. Thus 
jaith the Lord of hosts; Even so will 
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L break this people Rod this city, as 
one breaketh a potter’s vessel, that 
ORiinot be matlo whole again; and 
they shall bury them in Tophet, till 
there bo do ploco to bury. 

12 Thus will I do unto this place, 
sailh tho Lord, UDd to tho inhabitants 
thereof, and even make this city as 
Tophet; 

13 And the houses of Jerusalem, 
and the houses of the kings of Judah, 
shall be defiled ns the place of To¬ 
phet, because of all the houses upon 
whose roofs they have burned incense 
uoto all the host of heaven, and have 
poured out drink offerings unto other 
gods. 

14 Then came Jeremiah from To¬ 
phet, whitber the Lord had sent him 
to prophesy; and ho stood in tho 
oourt of the Lord’s houso, and said to 
all the people, 

15 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
tbe God of Israel; Behold, I will 
bring upon this city and upoD all bor 
towns all the evil that I have pro¬ 
nounced against it, bocauso they have 
hardened their necks, that they might 
not hear my words. 

CHAPTER XX. 

JWiur’j /earful doom—Jeremiah com - 
plairuUh. 

OW Pashur the Bon of Tmmer tho 
priest, who was also chiof gover¬ 
nor in tbe house of tho Lord, heard 
that Jeremiah prophesied these 
things. 

2 Then Pashur smote Jeremiah the 
prophet, and put him in the stocks 
that were in tnc high gate of Benja¬ 
min, which was by tho house of the 
Lord.

5 Morcovor I will dolivor all tho

hours thereof, and all the precious 
things theroof, and all tho treasures 
of the kings of Judah will I give 
iDto the hand of their onomies, which 
shall spoil them, and take them, and 
carry tnem to Babylon. 

6 And thou, Pashur, and all that 
dwoll in thine houso, shall go into 
captivity; and tbou shalt come to 
Babylon, and there thou shalt die, 
and shalt be buried there, thou, and 
all thy friends, to whom thou bast 
prophesied lies. 

7 0 Lord, thou bast deceived me, 
and I waB deceived; tbou art stronger 
than I, and hast prevailed; I am in 
derision daily, every one mocketh me. 

8 For since I spake, I oried out, I 
cried violence ana spoil; because the 
word of tbe Lord was made a reproach 
unto me, and a derision, daily. 

0 Then I Baid, I will not make 
mention of him, nor speak any more 
in his name. But his word was in 
mine heart as a burning fire shut up 
in my bones, and I was weary wild 
forbearing, and I could not stay. 

10 For I heard the defaming of 
many, fear on every side. Report, 
say they, and we will report it. AH 
my familiars watched for my halt¬ 
ing, saying, Peradventure he will be 
enticed, and we shall prevail against 
him, and we shall take our revenge 
on him. 

11 But tbe Lord is with me as a 
mighty tcrriblo one; thoroforo my 
persecutors shall stumble, and they 
shall not prevail; they shall be 
greatly ashamed; for they shall not 
prosper; their everlasting confusion 
shall never be forgotten. 

12 But, 0 Lord of hosts, that triest 
the righteous, and seost the reins and 
the heart, lei me see thy vengeance 
on them ; for unto tbee have I opened 
my cause. 

13 Sing unto the Lord, praise ye the 
Lord; for he hath delivered tbe soul 
of the poor from the hand of evil-doers. 

[^4 Cursed bo the day wherein I was 
I born; lot not tho day whorein my 
Imolhcr bare mo be blessed. 

; 15 Cursed be tho man who brought 
[tidings to my father, saying, A man 
ohild is born unto thee; making him 
very glad. 

16 And let that man be as the oities 
which tho Lord overthrow, and re- 
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ponied not; and let him hear tho cry 
in the morning, and the shouting at 
noontide; 

17 Beoause he slow me not from the 
womb; or that my mother might have 
been my grave, and her womb to be 
always great with me. 

13 Wherefore came I forth out of 
the womh to see labour and sorrow, 
that my dayB should be consumed l 
with shame? ' 

CHAPTER XXI. 

JcretniaJi JordAlsih a hard siege andmise- 
rablt captivity. 

IIE word which came unto Jero- 
miah from the Lord, when king 
Zedckiah sent uDto him Pashur the 
son of Melchlah, and ZephaDiah the 
son of Maasciah the priest, saying, 

2 Inquire, I pray thee, of the Lord 
for us; for Nobuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon maketh war against us; if 
so bo that the Lord will deal with us 
according to all his wondrous works, 
that he may go up from us. 

3 Then said Jeremiah unto them. 
Thus shall ye say to Zedckiah ; 

4 Thus saith tho Lord God of Israel; 
Behold, I will turn back the weapons 
of war that aro in your hands, where¬ 
with yo fight against the king of 
Bahylon, and against the Chaldeans, 
which besiego you without the walls, 
and I will assemblo them into tho 
midst of this city. 

5 And I myself will fight against 
you with an outstretched hand and 
with a strong arm, even in anger, 
and in fury, and in great wrath. 

6 And I will smite the inhabitants 
of this city, both man and beast; 
they shall dio of a great pestilence. 

7 And afterward, saith the Lord, I 
will deliver Zedckiah king of Judah, 
and his servants, and the people, and 
Buch as are left in this city from tho 
pcstilcnco, from tho sword, and from 
the famine, into the hand of Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar king of Babylon, and into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of those that seek their life; and 
he shall smite them with the edge of 
tho sword; ho shall not sparo them, 
neithor have pity, nor have mercy. 

8 And unto this people thou shalt 
say, Thus saith the Lord; Behold, I 
set before you the way of life, and the 
way of doath. 

9 Lie that abidoili in this city shall 


(lie by the sword, and by the famine, 
and by the pestilence; but ho that 
goclh out, and falletb to the Chaldeans 
that besiege you, be shall live, and 
his life shall be unto him for a prey. 

10 For I have set my face against 
this city for evil, and not for good, 
saith the Lord; it shall be given into 
the hand of the king of Bahylon, and 
ho shall burn it with fire. 

11 And touching the house of the 
king of Judah, say, Hear ye the word 
of the Lord; 

12 0 house of David, thus saith 
the Lord ; Execute judgmont in the 
morning, and deliver him that is 
spoiled out of the hand of the op¬ 
pressor, lest my fury go out like fire, 
and burn that none can quench it, 
because of Lhc evil of your doings. 

13 Behold, I am against thee, 0 
inhabitant of the valley, and rock of 
the plain, saith the Lord; which say, 
Who. shall come down against us? or 
who shall enter into onr habitations? 

14 But I will punish you according 
to the fruit of your doings, saith the 
Lord; and I will kindlo a fire in the 
forest thereof, and it shall devour all 
thing? round about it. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Exhortation to repentance — Judgment oj 
Shallum, Jehoiakim, and Ooniah. 
rpHUS saith the Lord; Go down 

1 to the house of the king of Ju¬ 
dah, and speak there this word, 

2 And say, Hear the word of the 
Lord, 0 king of Judah, that fittest 
upon tho throne of David, thou, and 
thy servants, and thy people that 
enter in hy these gates; 

3 Thus saith the Lord; Exeoute 
ye judgment and righteousness, and 
deliver the spoiled out of the hand 
of the oppressor; and do no wrong, 
do no violence to the straugcr, the 
fatherless, nor the widow, neithor shed 
innocent blood in this place. 

4 For if ye do this thing indeed, 
thou shall there enter in by the gates 
of this house kings sitting upon the 
throne of David, riding in ohariole 
and on horses, he, and his servants, 
and his people. 

5 But if ye will not hear these words, 
I swear by myself, saith the Lord, 
that this house shall bcoomo a deso¬ 
lation. 

6 For thus saith the Lord unto tbs 
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king's lioiiao of Juilali.; Thou art 
(Jiloacl unto me, and (lie head of 
Lebanon; vet surely I will make theo 
a wilderness, and cities which arc not 
inhabited. 

7 And I will prepare dostroycra 
against thee, every ono with his 
weapons; and they shall out down 
thy choice cedars, and cast them into 
the 6rc. 

8 And many nations shall pass by 
this city, and they shall say every man 
to his neighbour, Wherefore hath the 
Lord done thus unto this great city? 

9 Then (hey shall answer. Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of 
the Lord thiir God, and worshipped 
other gods, and served them. 

10 W cop yo not for the dead, neither 
bemoan him; but weep sore for him 
that gocth away; for he shall return 
no more, nor see his native country. 

11 For thus saith the Lord touch¬ 
ing Shullum the son of Josiah king 
of Judah, which reigned instead of 
Josiah his father, which wont forth 
out of this place; Ho shall not return 
thither any more; 

12 But he shall die in the place 
whither thoy bave led him captive, 
and shall see this land no moro. 

13 Woe unto him that huildeth his 
house hy unrighteousness, and his 
obambors by wrong; that useth his 
neighbour's service wiLhout wages, 
and giveth him not for bis work; 

14 That saith, I will build me a wido 
houso and large chambers, and cut- 
tclh him out windows; and it is ceiled 
with cedar, and painted with ver¬ 
milion. 

15 Shall thou reign, because thou 
closest thyself in cedar? did not thy 
father cat and drink, and do judg¬ 
ment and justice, and then it was 
well with him ? 

16 lie judged the cause of the poor 
and noody; then it was well with 
him ; was not this to know mo? saith 
Lho Lord. 

17 UuL thino eyos and thine heart 
arc not but for thy oovotousnoss, and 
for to shed innooont hlood, and for op¬ 
pression, and for violonoo, to do it. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
concerning Jchoiakim the son of Jo- 
siah king of Judah; Thoy shall not 
lamont for him, saying, Ah my 
brother! or, Ah sister! they shall not 
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lament for nim, saying, Ah lord! or, 
Ah his glory ! 

10 lie shall he buried with tho burial 
of an ass, drawn and oast forth beyond 
the gates of Jerusalem. 

20 Go up to Lebanon, and ory; and 
lift up thy voico in Bashan, and ory 
from the passages; for all thy lovers 
are destroyed. 

21 I spake unto thee in thy prosper¬ 
ity ; hut thou saidst, I will not hear. 
This bath heen thy manner from thy 
youth, that thou oheydat not my voice. 

22 The wind shall cat up all thy 
pastors, and thy lovers shall go into 
captivity; surely then shalt thou he 
ashamed and confounded for all thy 
wickedness. 

23 0 inhabitant of Lebanon, that 
makest thy nest in the oedars, how 
grucious shalt thou ho when pangs 
come upon thee, the pain as of a 
woman in travail! 

24 As I live, saith the Lord, though 
Coniah the son of Jchoiakim king of 
Judah were the signet upon my right 
hand, yet would I pluck thee thence; 

25 And I will give theo into the 
hand of them that scok thy life, and 
into the hand of them whose face 
thou fearcst, even into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Bahylon, and 
into tho hand of the Chaldeans. 

26 And I will cast thee out, and thy 
mother that bare thee, into another 
country, where ye were not horn; and 
there shall ye die. 

27 But to the laud whorcunto they 
desire to return, thither shall they 
not return. 

28 Is this man Coniah a despised 
broken idol ? is ho a vessel wherein 
is no pleasure? wherefore are they 
cast out, he and his seed, and are 
oast into a land which they know not? 

20 0 earth, earth, earth, hear the 
word of tho Lord. 

30 Thus saith the Lord, Write ye 
this man childless, a man that shall 
not prosper in his days; for no muu 
of his seod shall prosper, silting upon 
the throno of David, and ruling any 
more in Judah. 

CJ3APTKR XXI11. 

lit propfusitth a restoration—Christ shall 
rule and face them, — fbltt prophets. 

OE bo unto tho pastors that de¬ 
stroy and scatter tho sheep of 
mj' pasture! saitb the Lord. 
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2 Therefore thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel against the pastors that 
feed my people ; Ye have scattered 
my flock, and driven them away, and 
have not visited them; behold, I will 
visit upon you the evil ofyour doings, 
saith the Lord. 

3 And I will gather the remnant of 
my flock out of all countries whither 
I have driven them, and will bring 
them again to their folds; and they 
shall be fruitful and increase. 

4 And I will set np shepherds over 
them which shall feed them; and 
they shall fear no more, nor be dis¬ 
mayed, neither shall they be lacking, 
saith the Lord. 

5 Behold, the days come, Baith the 
Lord, that I will raise unto David a 
r:gh:eous Branch, and a Ring shall 
reign and prosper, and shall execute 
judgment and justice in the earth. 

6 In his days Judah shall be saved, 
and Israel shall dwell safely; and 
this is his name whereby he Bhall be 
called, THE LORD OUR RIGHT¬ 
EOUSNESS. 

7 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, that they shall no 
more say, The Lord liveth, which 
brought up the children of Israel out 
of the land of Egypt; 

8 But, The Lord liveth,which brought 
up and which led tho seed of the 
house of Israel out of the north coun¬ 
try, and from all countries whither 
I had driven them; and they shall 
dwell in their own land. 

9 Mine heart within me is broken 
because of the prophets ; all my bones 
shake; I am like a drunken man, 
and like a man whom wine hath 
overcome, becauso of the Lord, and 
because of the words of his holiness. 

10 For the land is full of adulter¬ 
ers; forbeoause of swearing the land 
mourneth ; the pleasant places of the 
wilderness aro dried up, and their 
course is evil, and their force is not 
right. 

11 For both prophet and priest are 

f trofane; yea, in my house have I 
ound thoir wickodnos?, saith tho Lord. 
12 Wherefore their way Bhnll bo 
unto them as slippery ways in the 
darkness; they shall be driven on, 
and fall therein ; for I will bring evil 
upon them, oven tho year of their 
visitation, saith tho Lord. 


13 And I have seen folly in the pro¬ 
phets of Samaria; they prophesied 
in Baal, and caused my people Israel 
to err. 

14 I have seen also in the prophets 
of Jerusalem a horrible thing; they 
commit adultery, and walk in lies; 
they strengthen also tho bandB of 
evil-doers, that dodo doth return from 
his wickedness; they are all of them 
unto me as Sodom, and the inhabit¬ 
ants thereof as Gomorrah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts concerning the prophets; Be¬ 
hold, I will feed them with w tid- 
wood, and make them drink the wa¬ 
ter of gall; for from the prophets of 
Jerusalem is profanenesa gone forth 
into all the land. 

16 Thus saith the Lord of hosts. 
Hearken not unto the words of the 
prophets that prophesy unto you: 
they make you vain ; they speak a 
vision of tbeir own heart, and no( 
out of the mouth of the Lord. 

17 They say still unto them thut 
despise me, The Lord hath said. Ye 
shall have peace; and they say unto 
every one that walketh after the 
imagination of his own henrt, No 
evil shall come upon you. 

18 For who hath stood in the coun¬ 
sel of the Lord, and hath perceived 
and heard his word ? who hath 
marked his word, and heard it? 

19 Behold, a whirlwind of the Lord 
is gone forth in fury, even a grievous 
whirlwind; it shall fall grievously 
upon the head of the wicked. 

20 The anger of the Lord shall not 
return, until he have executed, and 
till he have performed the thoughts 
of his heart; in the latter days ye 
shall consider it perfectly. 

21 I have not sent these prophets, 
yet they ran ; I have not spoken to 
them, yet they prophesied. 

22 But if they had stood in my 
counsel, aDd had caused mj people 
to bear my words, then they should 
have turned them from their evil way, 
and from the evil of their doings. 

23 Am I a God at hand, saith the 
Lord, and not a God afar off? 

24 Can any hide himself in secret 
placos that I shall not see him? eaitfa 
the Lord. Do not I fill heaven and 

'earth ? saith the Lord. 

25 I bavo hoard what the prophets 
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•aid. ihut prophesy lies in my name, 
saying, I have dreamed, I have 
dreamed. 

26 How long shall this be In the 
heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies ? yea, they are prophets of the 
deceit of tbeir own heart; 

27 Which think to cause my people 
to forget my uame by their dreams, 
which they tell every man to his 
neighhour, as their fathers have for¬ 
gotten my name for Baal. 

28 Tho prophet that hath a dream, 
lot him tell a dream; and ho that 
hath my word, let him speak my 
word faithfully. What is the obaif 
to the wheat ? suith the Lord, 

29 Is not my word like as a fire? 
saith the Lord; and like a hammer 
that breaketh the rock in pieces ? 

30 Therefore, behold, I ain against 
the prophets, saith tho Lord, that 
Blcal my words every one from his 
neighbour. 

31 Behold, I am against tho pro¬ 
phets, saith the Lord, that nse tneir 
tongues, and Bay, Ho saith. 

32 Behold, I am against them that 
prophesy false dreams, saith the 
Lord, and do tell them, and cause my 
people to err by their lies, and by 
thoir lighlnoBa ; yet I sent them not, 
nor commanded them ; therefore they 
shall not profit this people at all, 
Biiilh the Lord. 

33 And when this people or the pro¬ 
phet, or a priest, shall aBk thee, say¬ 
ing, What is the hurdon of the Lord? 
thou shalt then say unto them, What 
burden ? I will oven forsake you, 
saith the Lord. 

34 And as for tho prophet, and the 
priest, and tho people, taat shall say, 
The burden of tho Lord, I will evon 
punish that man and his house. 

35 Thus shall ye say every one to 
his neighbour, and every one to hifl 
brother, What hath the Lord an- 
iwcred? and, What hath the Lord 
spoken ? 

36 And tho burden of tho Lord shall 
yo mention no more ; for every man’s 
word shall be his burden ; for ye have 
pcrvorled tho words of the living God, 
of the Lord of hosts our God. 

37 Thus shalt thou say to the pro¬ 
phet, What hath tho Lord answered 
theo 7 and, What hath tho Lord 
ipokon ? 
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3S But Bince ye say, The burden 
of the Lord; therefore thus saith the 
Lord; Because ye say this word, The 
burden of tbo Lord, nnd I havo sent 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not say, 
The burden of the Lord; 

39 Therefore, behold, I, even I, will 
utterly forget you, and I will forsake 
you, and the city that I gave you 
and your fathers, and cast you out of 
my presonee; 

40 And I will bring an everlasting 
reproach upon you, and a perpetual 
shame, which Bhall not be forgotten. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

The type of good and bad Jigs— Desolation 
of Zedikiah. 

IIE Lord showed mo, and, behold, 
♦two baskets of figs were set be¬ 
fore tho temple of the Lord, after that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon had 
carried away captive Jeconiuh the 
son of Johoiukim king of Judah, and 
the princes of Judah, with the car¬ 
penters and Bmiths, from Jerusalem, 
and had brought them to Babylon. 

2 One basket had very good figs, 
oven like tho figs that are first ripe ; 
and tho other basket had very naughty 
figs, which could not be eaten, they 
wero so bad. 

3 Then said tho Lord unto me, 
What soest thou, Jeremiah? And I 
said, Figs; the good figs, very good; 
and the evil, vory evil, that cannot 
be eaten, they are bo evil. 

4 Again tho word of tho Lord oame 
unto mo, saying, 

5 Thus saith tho Lord, tho God of 
Israel; Like these good figs, so will 
I ncknowlcdgo them that are carried 
away captive of Judah, whom I have 
sent out of this place into the land 
of the Chaldeans for thoir good. 

6 For I will set mine eyes upon 
them for good, and I will bring them 
again to this land; and I will build 
them, and not pull them down; and 
I will plant them, and not pluck 
thorn up. 

7 And I will give them a heart to 
know mo, that I am the Lord; and 
they shall be my people, and I will 
bo their God ; for they shall return 
unto mo with their wholo heart. 

8 And as tho evil figs, which can¬ 
not be eaten, they are so evil; surely 
thus Baith the Lord, So will I give 
Zedekiah the king of Judah, and 
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bis princes, and the residue of Jeru- 
Salem, that remain in this land, and 
them that dwell iu the land of Egypt; 

0 And I will deliver them to be re¬ 
moved into all the kingdoms of the 
earth for their hurt, to bo a reproach 
and a proverb, a taunt and a curse, in 
all places whither I shall drive them. 

10 And I will send the sword, tho 
famine, and the pestilence, among 
them, till they he consumed from off 
the land that I gave unto them and 
to their fathers. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Jeremiah foreteUeth the seventy years’ cap¬ 
tivity . and the destruction of Babylon and 

of all nations. 

HE word that came to Jeremiah 
concerning all tho people ofe Ju¬ 
dah, in the fourth year of Jehoiakim 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, that 
was the first year of Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon ; 

2 The whioh Jeromiah the prophet 
spake unto all tho people of Judah, 
and to all the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem, saying, 

3 From tho thirteenth year of Jo¬ 
siah the son of Amon king of Judah, 
even unto this day, that is the three 
and twentieth year, tho word of the 
Lord hath come unto me, and I have 
spoken unto you, rising early and 
speaking; butyo have not hearkened. 

4 And the Lord hath sent unto you 
all his servants the prophets, rising 
early and sending them ; but ye have 
not hearkened, nor inolined your ear 
to hoar. 

5 They said, Turn ye again now 
evory one from his evil way, and from 
the evil of your doings, aod dwell in 
the land that the Lord hath given 
unto you and to your fathers for ever 
and ever; 

6 And go not after other gods to 
serve them, and to worship them, and 
provoke me not to angor with the 
works of your hands; and I witl do 
you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me, saith the Lord; that ye might 
provoke me to angor with the works 
of your hands to your own hurt. 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts ; Beoause ye have not heard my 
words, 

9 Behold, I will send and take all 
the families of the north, Baith the 


Lord, and Nebuchadrezzar I he king 
of Babylon, my servant, and will 
bring them against this land, and 
against the inhabitants thereof, and 
against all these nations round about, 
and will utterly destroy them, and 
make them an astonishment, and a 
hissing, and perpetual desolations. 

10 Moreover I will take from them 
tho voice of mirth, and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voico of the bride, the sound 
of the millstones, and the light < f 
the candle. 

11 And this wliolo land shall be a 
desolation, and an astonishment; and 
these nations shall serve the king of 
Babylon seventy years. 

12 And it shall come to pass, when 
seventy years are accomplished, that 
1 will punish tho kiDg of Babylon, 
and that nation, saith the Lord, for 
their iniquity, and the land of the 
Chaldeans, and will make it perpet¬ 
ual desolations. 

13 And I will bring upon that land 
all my words which I have pronounced 
against it, even all that is written in 
this book, which Jeremiah hath pro¬ 
phesied against all tho nations. 

14 For many nations and groat 
kings shall servo themselves of them 
also; and 1 will recompense them 
according to their deeds, and accord¬ 
ing to the works of their own hands. 

16 For thus saith the Lord (Jod of 
Israel unto me ; Take the winccup of 
this fury at my hand, and cause all 
the nations, to whom I send thee, to 
drink it. 

16 And they shall drink, and be 
moved, and bo mad, because of the 
sword that I will sond among them. 

17 Then took I the uup at the Lord's 
hand, and made all the nations to 
drink, unto whom the Lord had sent 
me; 

Id To wit, Jerusalem, and the cities 
of Judah, and tho kings thereof, and 
tho princes thereof, to make them a 
desolation, an astonishment, a hiss¬ 
ing, and a ourso; as it is this day; 

19 Pharaoh king of Egypt, and his 
servants, and his priucos, and all his 
people; 

20 And All tho mingled pooplo, and 
all the kings of the land ol Uz, and all 
the kings of tho land of tho Philis¬ 
tines, and Ashkelon, and Aztah, and 
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Rkrun, and lho remnant of Ashdod, 

21 Edom, and Moab, and Ihe chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, 

22 And all the kings of Tyrus, and 
all the kings of Zidon, and the kings 
of the isles which are beyond the sea, 

23 Ded&n, and Tema, and Buz, and 
all that arc in tho utmost corners, 

24 And all tho kings of Arabia, and 
all the kings of the mingled people 
that dwell in the desert, 

25 And all the kings of Zimri, and 
all tho kings of Elam, and all the 
kings of the Modes, 

20 And all the kings of the north, 
far and near, one with another, and 
all the kingdoms of the world, which 
are upon tho face of the earth ; and 
the king of Sheehach shall drink af¬ 
ter them. 

27 Therefore thou shall say unto 
them, Thus Bnith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Drink ye, and bo 
drunken, and spow, and fall, and riso 
no more, because of the sword which 
I will send among you. 

28 And it shall be, if they refuse to 
take the cup at thino hand to drink, 
then shall thou saj T unto thorn, Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts; Ye shall cer¬ 
tainly drink. 

2D For, lo, I begin to bring evil on 
tho city which is called by my name, 
and should ye be utterly unpunish¬ 
ed ? Yo shall not bo unpunished; 
for I will call for a sword upon all the 
inhabitants of the earth, Baith the 
Lord of hosts. 

30 Thcrcforo prophesy thou against 
them all these words, and say unto 
them, The Lord shall roar from on 
high, and uttor his voice from his holy 
habitation ; ho Bhall mightily roar 
upon his habitation ; he shall give a 
shout, as they that tread the grapes, 
againslall the inhabitants of theearth. 

31 The noise shall oome oven to tho 
ends of the earth ; for tho Lord hath 
a controversy with the nations; ho 
will plead with all flesh; he will givo 
them that are wioked to the sword, 
saith the Lord. 

32 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
Dehold, evil Bhall go forth from nation 
lo nation, and a groat whirlwind 
shall he raised up from tho ooasts of 
the earth. 

33 And tho slain of the Lord shall 
be at that day from one end of the 
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earth even unto tho oilier end of the 
earth; they shall not bo lamented, 
neither gathered, nor buried ; they 
shall be dung upon the ground. 

34 Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; 
and wallow yourselves in the ashes, 
ye principal of the flook; for the 
days of your slaughter and of your 
dispersions are accomplished ; and ye 
shall fall like a pleasant vessel. 

35 And the shepherds shall have no 
way to flee, nor the principal of the 
flock to escape. 

36 A voioe of the ory of the shep¬ 
herds, and a howling of the principal 
of the flook, shall he heard; for the 
Lord hath spoiled their pasture. 

37 And the peaceable habitations 
are cut down because of the fierce 
anger of the Lord. 

38 lie hath forsaken his covert, as 
the lion ; for their land is desolate 
because of the fierceness of the 
opprossor, and beoause of his fierce 
anger. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Jeremiah exhorteih lo repentance — lit u 
apprehended and acquitted. 

N tho heginning of the roign of 
Jchoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah came this word from the 
Lord, saying, 

2 Thus saith tho Lord; Stand in 
the court of the Lord’s house, and 
speak unto all the cities of Judah, 
which come to worship in the Lord’s 
house, all the words that I command 
thee to speak unto them; diminish 
not a word. 

3 If so be they will hearken, and 
turn overy man from his evil way, 
and repent, I will turn away the evil 
which I purpose to do unto them 
beoause of the evil of their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord; If ye will noi 
hearken to me, to walk in my law, 
which I have set before you, 

5 To hearken to the wordB of my 
servants, the prophets, whom I sent 
unto you, commanding thorn to rise 
up early, and sending them; 

6 Then will I make this house like 
Shiloh, and will make this city a 
curse to all the nations of the earth; 
for yo have not hearkened unto my 
sorvants the prophets. 

7 So the priesLs and the prophets 
and all the people hoard Jeremiah 
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Bpeaking theso words in the houBe of 
the Lord. 

8 Now it came to pass, when Jere¬ 
miah had made an end of speaking 
all that tho Lord had commanded 
him to speak unto all tho people, that 
the prieBta and tho prophets and all 
tho people took him, saying, Thou 
shalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied in the 
name of the Lord, saying, This house 
shall be like Shiloh, and this city 
shall be desolate without an inhabit¬ 
ant? And all tho people were 
gathored against Jeremiah in the 
house of the Lord. 

10 When the princes of Judah heard 
these things, then they came up from 
the king’s house unto the house of 
the Lord, and sat down in the entry 
of tho new gate of tho Lord’s house. 

11 TheD spake the priests and the 
prophets unto the princes and to all 
the people, saying, This man is wor¬ 
thy to die ; for he hath prophesied 
against this oity, as yo have heard 
with your ears. 

12 Then spake Jeremiah unto all 
the princes and to all the people, 
saying, Tho Lord sont me to prophesy 
against this house and against this 
oity all the words that ye have heard. 

13 Therefore now, ainond your ways 
and your doings, and obey the voioe 
of the Lord your (lod, and repent, and 
the Lord will turn away the evil 
that he hath pronounced against you. 

14 As for uic, behold, I am in your 
hand ; do with me as soemeth good 
and meet unto you. 

15 But know ye for certain, that if 
ye put me to death, yo shall surely 
bring innooent blood upon yoursolves, 
and upon this city, and upon the in¬ 
habitants thereof; for of a truth the 
Lord hath sent me unto you to speak 
all these words in your ears. 

18 Thon said the prinoe9 and all the 
people unto the priests and to the 
prophets; This man is not worthy to 
die; for he hath spokon to ub in the 
name of the Lord our God. 

17 Then rose up oertain of the elders 
of the land, and spake to all the 
assembly of tho people, saying, 

18 Micah the Morastkite prophosied 
In the days of Hezekiah king of 
Judah, and spake to all the peoplo 
of Judah, saying. Thus saith the 


Lord of hosts; Zion shall be ploughed 
like a field, and Jerusalem shall 
become heaps, and the mountain of 
the Lord as tho high places of a forest. 

19 Did Hezekiah, king of Judah, 
and all Judah put him at all to death ? 
Did he not fear the Lord aod beseech 
the Lord and repent? and tho Lord 
turned away the evil which he had 
pronounced against them. Thus by 
puttiug Jeremiah to death we might 
procure great evil against our souls. 

20 But there was a man among the 
priests, rose up and said, that, Urijah 
the son of Shcmaiah of Kirjath-jearim, 
prophesied in the name of the Lord, 
who also prophesied against this 
city, and against this land, according 
to all the words of Jeremiah ; 

21 And when Jehoiakim the king, 
with all his mighty men, and all the 
princes, heard his words, the king 
sought to put him to death; but 
when Urijah heard it, he was afraid, 
and fled, and went into Egypt ; 

22 And Jehoiakim the king Bent 
men into Egypt, namely, Elnathan 
the son of Achbor, and certain men 
with him into Egypt. 

23 And they fetched forth Urijah 
out of Egypt, and brought him unto 
Jehoiakim the king; who slew him 
with the sword, and cast his dead 
body into the graves of the common 
people. 

24 Nevertheless, the hand of Ahi- 
kam the son of Shnphan was with 
Jeremiah, that they should not give 
him into the hand of the people to 
put him to death. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

The type of bands and yokes—He foreteUctb 
the remnant of the vessels shall be carried 
to Babylon. 

N the beginning of the reign of 
Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah came this word unto Jere¬ 
miah from tho Lord, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord to me; Make 
thee bonds and yokes, and pat them 
upon thy neck, 

3 And send them to Ibe king of 
Edom, and to the king of Moab, and 
to tho king of the Ammonites, and to 
the king of Tyrus, and to the king 
of Zidon, by tho hand of tho messen¬ 
gers which oome to Jerusalem unto 
Zedekiah king of Judah ; 

4 And command them to say unto 
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their roasters, Thus BfiUh the Lord of 
host?, the God of Israel ; Thus shall 
ye say unto your masters; 

5 I have mado the earth, the man 
and the beast that are upon the 
ground, by my great power and hy 
my outstretched arm, and have given 
it unto whom it seemed meet unto me. 

fl And now have I given all these 
lands into the hand of Nchuchad- 
oezzar the king of Babylon, my ser¬ 
vant ; and the hcasLa of the field have 
I given him also to serve him. 

7 And alt nations shall servo him, 
and bis son, and bis son’s son, until 
the very time of their end come; and 
after that many nations aud great 
kings shall sorve thcmsolves of thorn. 

fl And it shall come to pnss, that 
the nation and kingdom which will 
not servo the same Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon, and that will 
not nut Lhcir neck under the yuko of 
the tfing of Babylon, that nation will 
I punish, saith the Lord, with the 
sword, and with tho famine, and with 
the pestilence, until I have con¬ 
sumed them hy his hand. 

9 Thcrcforo hearken not yo to yonr 
prophots, nor to your diviners, nor to 
your dreamers, nor to your enchant¬ 
ers, nor to your Borcerers, which speak 
unto you, saying, Ye shall not serve 
tho king of Babylon ; 

10 For they prophesy a lio unto 
you, to removo you far from your 
land; and that I should drive you 
out, and yo should perish. 

11 But the nations that bring their 
neck under tho yoke of the king of 
Babylon, and sorve him, those will I 
let still remain in their own land, 
saith the Lord; and they shall till it, 
and dwell therein. 

12 I spake also to Zedckiah king of 
Judah according to all these words, 
saying, Bring your nooks under tho 
yoke of the king of Babylon, and 
serve hiir and his people, and live. 

13 Why will yo die, thou and thy 
poople, by the sword, by tho famine, 
and by tho poslilonco, as tho Lord 
hath spoken against the nation that 
will not servo tho king of Babylon? 

14 Therefore hearken noL unto tho 
words of the prophets that speak unto 
you, Baying, Ye shall not serve the 
king of Babylon; for they prophesy 
a lie onto you. 
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15 For I have not sent them, Baith 
the Lord, yet they prophesy a lie In 
my name; that I might drive yon 
out, and that ye might perish, ye, and 
the prophets that propnesy anto yon. 

16 A1 so I spake to the priests and 
to all this people, saying, Thus saith 
the Lord; Hearken not to the words 
of your prophets that prophesy unto 
you, saying, Behold, the vessels of 
the Lord’s bouse shall now shortly he 
brought again from Babylon; for they 
prophesy a lie unto you. 

17 Hearken not unto them; serve the 
king of Bahylon, and live; wherefore 
should this city he laid waste? 

18 But if they be prophets, and if 
tho word of the Lord bo with them, 
let them now make intercession to the 
Lord of hosts, that the vessels which 
are left in the house of the Lord, and 
in tho house of the king of Judah, and 
at Jerusalem, go not to Babylon. 

19 For thus saith tho Lord of hosts 
concerning the pillars, and concern¬ 
ing the sea, and concerning tho bases, 
and concerning the residue of the 
vcssols that remain in this city, 

20 Which Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon took not, when he carried 
away captive Jeooniah the boh of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah from Jeru¬ 
salem to Babylon, and all the nobles 
of Judah and Jerusalem; 

21 Yea, thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
tho God of Israel, concerning the 
vcssols that remain in the house of the 
Lord, and in tho house of the king of 
Judah and of Jerusalem; 

22 They shall be carried to Babylon, 
and there shall tlioy be until the day 
that I visit them, saith the Lord; 
thon will I bring them up, and restore 
them to this place. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

Hananiah prophesitih falsely — Jeremiah 
foretetUth Hananiah'$ death. 

NI) it came to pass the same 
year, in the beginning of the 
reign of Zedekiah king of Judah, in 
tbo fourth year, and in the fifth 
month, that Hananiah the son of 
Azur tho prophet, which was of Gib- 
eon, spake unto me in tho house of 
the Lord, in the presence of the priests 
and of all the peoplo, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saying, I have bro¬ 
ken the yoke of the king of Babyloa 
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3 Within two full years will I bring 
again into this place all the vessels 
of tho Lord’s house, that Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king of Babylon took away 
from this placo, and carried them to 
Babylon; 

4 And I will bring again to this 
lace Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim 
ing of Judah, with all the captives 

of Jndah, that went into Babylon, 
saith the Lord; for I will break tho 
yoke of the king of Babylon. 

5 Then the prophet Jeremiah said 
onto tho prophet Ilananiah in the 
presence of tho priests, and in the 

all Lhe people that stood 
of tho Lord, 

6 Even the prophet Jeremiah Baid, 
Amen; the Lora do so; the Lord 
perform thy words which thou hast 
prophesied, to bring again the vessels 
of the Lord’s house, and all that is 
carried away captivo, from Babylon 
into this place. 

7 Nevertheless, hear thou now this 
word that I speak in thine ears, and 
in tho ears of all the people; 

8 The prophets that have been be¬ 
fore me ana before thee of old pro¬ 
phesied both agninst many countries, 
and against great kingdoms, of war, 
and of evil, And of pestilence. 

9 The prophet which prophesielh of 
peace, when the word of the prophet 
shall come to pass, then shall tho 
prophet be known, that the Lord hath 
truly sent him. 

10 Then Ilananiah the prophet took 
the yoke from off tho prophet Jere¬ 
miah’s neck, and brake it. 

11 And HanaDiah spake in the pre¬ 
sence of all the people, saying, Thus 
saith tho Lord; Even so will I break 
the yoke of Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon from the neck of all nations 
within the space of two full years. And 
the prophet Jeremiah went his way. 

12 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto Jeremiah tho prophet, after that 
Hananiah the prophot had brokon 
the yoke from off tho neck of the 
prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Oo and toll Hananiah, saying, 
Thus saith tho Lord; Thou hast 
broken tho yokes of wood; but thou 
shnlt make for them yokes of iron. 

14 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the Qod of Israel; I have pul a yoke 
of iron upon the nook of all these 
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nations, that they may serve Nehu- 
chndnczzar king of Babylon; and 
they shall serve him; and I have given 
him tho beasts of the field also. 

15 Then said the prophet Jeremiah 
unto Ilananiah the prophet, Hear 
now, Ilananiah; The Lord hath not 
scot thee; but thou inakest this peo¬ 
ple to trust in a lie. 

10 Therefore thu9 saith tho Lord; 
Behold, I will cast thco from off the 
face of the earth; this year thou shall 
die, because thou hast taught rebel¬ 
lion against the Lord. 

17 So Hananiah the prophet died 
the same year in the seventh month. 

CHAPTER XXJX. 

Jeremiah icruklh a letter to the captives in 
Babylon—End of A hah and ZedeJnah, Cwc 
lying prophets. 

N OW these are the words of the 
letter that Jeremiah the prophet 
sent from Jerusalem unto the residuo 
of lhe ciders which were carried away 
captives, and to the priests, and to 
the prophets, and to nil the people 
whom Nebuchadnezzar had carried 
away captive from Jerusalem to Ba¬ 
bylon ; 

2 (After that Jeconiah the king, and 
the queen, and tho eunuchs, the 
princes of Judah and Jerusalem, and 
the carpenters, and the smiths, wero 
departed from Jerusalem;) 

3 By the hand of Elasah the son of 
Shaphnn, and Gemariah the son of 
Ililkiah, (whom Zedekiah king of Ju¬ 
dah sent unto Babylon to Nebuchad 
nezzar king of Babylon,) saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, unto all that are carried 
away captives, whom I have caused 
to be carried away from Jerusalem 
unto Babylon; 

5 Build yc houses, and dwell in them; 
and plant gardens, and eat the frui* 
of them; 

0 Tako ye wives, and beget sons 
and daughters; and take wives for 
your sons, and give your daughters 
to husbands, that they may bear sons 
and daughters; that ye may bo in¬ 
creased there, and not diminished. 

7 And seek the peace of the oity 
whither I have caused you to be car¬ 
ried away captives, and pray onto 
tho Lord for it; for in the peace 
thereof shall ye have poaoe. 

8 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
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the God of Israel; Let not your 
prophets and your diviners, that bo 
in tho midst of you, dectfive you, 
neither hearken to your dreams which 
ye cause to bo dreamed. 

9 For they prophesy falsely unto 
you in my name; I havo not sent 
them, saith tho Lord. 

10 For thus saith the Lord, That 
after seventy years bo aooomplished 
at Babylon I will visit you, and per¬ 
form my good word toward you, in 
causing you to return to this place. 

11 For I know the thoughts that I 
think toward you, saith the Lord, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil, to 
give you an ''spooled end. 

12 Then shall ye call unto me, and 
yo shall go and pray unto me, and I 
will hearken unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and find 
me, when ye shall search for me with 
all your heart. 

14 And I will be found of you, saith 
tho Lord; and I will turn away your 
captivity, and I will gather you from 
all tho nations, and from all the places 
whither I have driven you, saith the 
Lord ; and I will bring you again into 
the plnuo whence I oausod you to be 
carried away captive. 

15 Because ye have said, The Lord 
hath raisod us up prophets in Babylon; 

IQ Know that thus saith the Lord 
of tho king that sittoth upon the 
throne of David, and of all the peo¬ 
ple that dwclleth in this city, ana of 
your brethren that arc not gone forth 
with you into oaptivity; 

17 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Bohold, I will Bond upon them the 
sword, tho famine, and tho pestilenoo, 
and will mako them liko vile figs, that 
oannoL ho eaten, they are so evil. 

18 And I will persecute them with 
the sword, with tno famine, and with 
the pestilence, and will deliver them 
to be romovod to all the kingdoms of 
the earth, to be a curse, and an as¬ 
tonishment, and a hissing, aud a re- 

roaoh, Among all the nations whither 

havo driven thorn; 

19 Because they have not hearkened 
to my words, saith the Lord, which I 
sent unlo them by my servants the 
prophets, commanding to rise early, 
and sending thorn ; but you would 
not bear, saith the Lord. 

20 Hear ye thoroforo the word of 
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the Lord, all ye of the captivity, 
whom I have sent from Jerusalem to 
Babylon ; 

21 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, of Ahab the son of 
Kolaiah, and of Zcdekiab the son of 
Maasciah, which prophesy a lie unto 
you in my namo: Behold, I will de¬ 
liver them into the hand of Nebu- 
ohadrezzar king of Babylon; and he 
shall slay them before your eyos; 

22 And of them shall be taken up 
a curse by all the captivity of Judah 
which are in Babylon, saying, The 
Lord make thee liko Zcdekiah and 
like Ahab, whom the king of Babylon 
roasted in the fire ; 

23 Because they have committed 
villany in Israel, and have committed 
adultery with their neighbours' wives, 
and have spoken lying words in my 
name, which I have not commanded 
them; even I know, and am a wit¬ 
ness, saith tho Lord. 

24 Thus shalt thou also speak to 
Shcmaiah the Nehclamite, saying, 

25 Thus speakoth the Lord of hosts, 
tho God of Israel, saying, Because 
thou hast sent letters in thy name 
unto all the people that are at Jeru¬ 
salem, and to Zephaniah tho son of 
Maaseiah tho priest, and to all the 
priests, saying, 

26 The Lord hath made thee priest 
in the stead of Johoiada the priest, 
that ye should be offioers in the house 
of tho Lord, for evory man that is 
mad, and maketh himself a prophet, 
that thou shouldcst put him in prison, 
and in tho stocks. 

27 Now thorefore why hast thou not 
reproved Jeremiah of Analhoth,whioh 
maketh himself a prophet to you? 

28 For thcroforo no sent unto us in 
Babylon, saying, This captivity is 
long; build yo houses, and dwell in 
them ; and plant gardens, and eat the 
fruit of them. 

29 And Zephaniah the priest read 
this loiter in tho ears of Jeremiah the 
prophet. 

30 Then oame tho word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

31 Send to all thorn of the oaptivity, 
saying. Thus saith the Lord concern¬ 
ing Shoinniah the Nohelamite; Be- 
oauso that Shoinaiah hath prophesied 
unto you, and I sent him not, and he 
oausod you to trast in a lie; 
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32 Therefore thus Baith the Lord; 
Behold, I will punish Shemaiah the 
Nchcdamite, and his seed; he shall 
not have a man to dwell among this 
people; neither shall he behold the 
good that I will do for ray people, Baith 
the Lord ; because he hath taught re¬ 
bellion against the Lord. 

C1IAPTKR XXX. 

The return of the Jcwt — Wrath shall fall an 
the, wicked . 

T HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, saying, 

2 Thus epeaketh the Lord God of 
Israel, saying. Write thee all the 
words that I have spoken unto thee 
in a book. 

3 For, lo, the days come, Baith the 
Lord, that I will bring again the cap¬ 
tivity of my people Israel and Ju¬ 
dah, saith the Lord; and I will causo 
them to return to the land that I gave 
to their fathers, and they shall pos¬ 
sess it. 

4 And these are the words that the 
Lord spake concerning Israel and 
concerning Judah. 

5 For thus saith the Lord ; We have 
heard a voice of trembling, of fear, 
and not of peace. 

6 Ask ye now, and see whether a 
man doth travail with child? where¬ 
fore do I see overy man with his hands 
on his loins, as a woman in travail, and 
all faces are turned into paleness? 

7 AIub! for that day is great, so 
that nono is like it; it is even the 
time of Jacob’s trouble; but he shall 
be saved out of it. 

8 For it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord of hosts, that I 
will break his yoke from off thy neck, 
and will burst thy bonds, and stran¬ 
gers shall no more sorvo themselves 
of him; 

9 But they shall serve the Lord their 
God, and David their king, whom I 
will raise up unto them. 

10 Therefore fear thou not, 0 my 
servant Jacob, saith thoLord; neither 
be dismayed, 0 Israel; for, lo, I will 
save thee from afar, and thy seed 
from the land of their captivity; and 
Jacob ehall return, and shall be in 
rest, and be (juiet, and none shall 
make him afraid. 

11 For I am with theo, saith tho 
Lord, to save thee; though I mako a 
full end of all nntions whither I have 


scattered Ibcc, yet will I not make a 
full end of thee; but I will correct 
thee in fneasure, and will not leave 
thee altogether unpunished. 

12 For thus saith the Lord, thy 
bruise is not incurable, although thy 
wounds are grievous. 

13 Ts there none to plead thy cauBe, 
that thou mayest be bound up ? Hast 
thou no healing medicines? 

14 Have all thy lovers forgotten 
thee, do they not seek thee? For I 
have wounded thee with the wound 
of an enemy, with the chastisement 
of a cruel one, for the multitude of 
thine iniquity ; because thy Bins are 
increased. 

15 Why cricst thou for thine afflic¬ 
tion, is thy sorrow incurable? It was 
for the multitude of thine iniquities, 
and hecausc thy sins are increased I 
have done these things nnto thee. 

10 But all they that devour thee 
shall be devoured ; and all thine ad¬ 
versaries, every one of them, shall go 
into captivity ; and they that spoil 
thee shall be a spoil, and all that prey 
upon thee will l give for a prey. 

17 For I will restore health unto 
thee, and I will heal thee of thy 
wounds, saith tho Lord; because they 
called thee an Outcast, saying, This 
is Zion, whom no man seeketh after. 

18 Thus saith the Lord; Behold, 1 
will hring again the captivity of Ja¬ 
cob’s teats, and have mercy on his 
dwelling-places; and the city shall bo 
builded upon her own heap, and tho 
palace shall remain after tnc manner 
thereof. 

19 And out of them shall proceed 
thanksgiving and the voice of them 
that make merry ; and I will mnltiply 
them, and they shall Dot be few; I 
will also glorify them, and they shall 
not be small. 

20 Tbeir children also shall be »• 
aforetime, and their congregation 
shall be established before me, and I 
will punish all that oppress them. 

21 And their nohlcs shall be of 
themselves, and their governor shall 
proceed from tho midst of them ; and 
I will cause him to draw near, and 
he shall approach unto me; for who 
is this that engaged his heart to ap¬ 
proach onto me? saith the Lord. 

22 And yo shall bo my people, and 
I will be your God. 
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23 Uchuld, Ihe whirlwind of Ihe 
Lord gouth 1'orlh with fury, a con¬ 
tinuing whirlwind; it shall fall wilh 
pain upon the head of the wicked. 

24 The fierce anger of the Lord 
shall not return, until he have done 
it, and UDtil he have performed the 
inteuts of his hoart; in the latter 
days ye shall consider it. 

CIIAPTKR XXXI. i 

The restoration of Israel—Rachel comforted 
—New covenant. 

T the same time, saith the Lord, 
will I be the God of all the 
families of Israel, and they shall be 
my people. 

2 Thus saith the Lord, The poople 
which were left of Lhe sword found 
grace in tho wilderness; even Israel, 
when I wont to oauso him to rost. 

3 The Lord hath appeared of old 
unto me, saying, Yea, I have loved 
thee with an everlasting love; there¬ 
fore with loving-kindness have I 
drawn thee. 

4 Again I will build thee, and thou 
shall be built, 0 virgin of Israel; 
thou shalt again be adorued with 
thy tablets, and shalt go forth in the 
dancos of them that make morry. 

5 Thou Bhalt yet plant vines upon 
the mountains of Samaria; tho plant¬ 
ers shall plant, and shall eat thorn as 
oominon things. 

6 For there shall be a day, that the 
watohmen upon the mount Ephraim 
shall ory, Arise yo, and lot us go up 
to Zion unto the Lord our God. 

7 For thus saith the Lord; Sing 
with gladness for Jacob, and shout 
among the chief of the nations; 
mblish ye, praise ye, and say, 0 
jord, save thy poople, the remnant 

of rsraol. I 

8 Dehold, I will bring them from! 
the north country, and gather themj 
from the coasts of the earth, andj 
wilh them the blind and the tamo,' 
the woman with ohild and her that'* 
trnvailolh with ohild togother; a great 
company shall return thither. 

9 They shall oome with weeping, 
and with supplications will I lead 
thorn; I will cause thorn to walk by 
the rivors of waters in a straight way, 
wherein thoy shall not stumble; for 
I am a fathor to Israel, and Ephraim 
is my first-born. 

10 Hear tho word of the Lord, 0 
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ye nations, and declare it in the isles 
afar ofT, and say, Ilo that scattered 
Israel will gather him, and keep him, 
as a shepherd doth his flock. 

11 For tho Lord hath redeemed 
Jacob, and ransomed him from the 
hand of him that was stronger than 
he. 

12 Therefore they shall oome and 
sing in the height of Zion, and shall 
flow together to the goodness of the 
Lord, for wheat, and for wine, and 
for oil, and for the young of the flock 

i and of the herd; and their soul shall 
be as a watered garden; and they 
shall not sorrow any more at all. 

13 Then shall the virgin rojoioe in 
the dance, both young men and old 
together; for I will turn their mourn- 

| ing into joy, and will comfort them, 
and make them rejoioe from their 
sorrow. 

14 And I will satiate the soul of the 
priests with fatness, and my people 
shall be satisfied with my goodness, 
saith the Lord. 

15 Thus saith the Lord; A voioe 
was heard in Ramah, lamentation, 
and hitter weeping; Rachel weeping 
for her children refused to he com¬ 
forted for her ohildren, because they 
were not. 

10 Thus saith the Lord; Refrain 
thy voioe from weeping, and thine 
oyes from tears; for thy work shall 
bo rewarded, saith the Lord ; and 
they shall oome again from the land 
of the enemy. 

17 And there is hope in thine end, 
saith the Lord, that thy children shall 
come again to their own border. 

18 I have surely hoard Ephraim 
bomoaning himself thus; Thou hast 
chastised mo, and I was chastised, as 
a bullock unaccustomed to the yoke; 
turn thou me, and I shall be turned; 
for thou art the Lord my God. 

19 Surely after that I was turned, 
I repented; and after that I was in¬ 
structed, I smote upon my thigh; I 
was ashamed, yea, even confounded, 
because I did bear the reproach of 
my youth. 

; 20 Is Ephraim my dear son f is he 
pleasant ohild ? for sinoe I spake 
[against him, I do earnestly re mom- 
ibor him still; thoreforo my bowels 
are troubled for him; I will saroly 
have mercy upon him, saith the Lord 
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21 Set thee up way-marks, make thee 
high heaps ; set thioo heart toward 
the highway, even tho way which 
thou wentest; turn again, 0 virgin of 
Israel, turn again to these thy oities. 

22 How long wilt thou go about, 0 
thou, blaoksliding daughter ? for the 
Lord hath created a new thing in the 
earth, A woman shall compass a man. 

23 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the Qod of Israel; As yet they shall 
use this speech in the land of Judah 
and in the cities thereof, when I shall 
bring again their captivity ; The Lord 
bless thee, 0 habitation of justice, and 
mountain of holiness. 

24 And there shall dwell in Judah 
itself, and in all the cities thereof 
together, husbandmen, and they that 
go forth with flocks. 

25 For I have satiated the weary 
soul, and I have replenished every 
sorrowful soul. 

26 Upon this I awaked, and beheld; 
and my sleep was sweet unto me. 

27 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will sow the house of 
Israel and the house of Judah with 
the seed of man, and with the seed 
of beast. 

28 And it shall come to pass, that 
like as I have watched over them, to 
pluok up, and to break down, and to 
throw down, and to destroy, and to 
afflict; bo will I watch ovor them, to 
build, and to plant, Baith the Lord. 

29 In those days they shall say no 
more. The fathers have eaten a sour 
grape, and the ohildron's toeth are 
set on edge. 

30 But every one shall die for his 
own iniquity ; every man that eateth 
the sour grape, his teeth shall be set 
on edge. 

31 Behold, the days come, saith tho 
Lord, that I will make a new cove¬ 
nant with the house of Israel, and 
with tho house of Judah : 

32 Not aooording to the oovenant 
that I made with their fnthers, in the 
day that I took them by the hand to 
bring them out of the land of Egypt; 
whioh my oovenant they brake, al¬ 
though I was a husband unto them, 
saith tho Lord; 

33 But this shall bo tho covenant 
that I will make with the house of 
Israel; After those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my law in their in¬ 


ward parts, and write it in then 
hearts; and will be their God, and 
they shall be my people. 

34 And they shall teach no moro 
every man his neighbour, and every 
man his brother, 6aying, Know the 
Lord; for they shall all know mo, 
from the least of them unto tho 
greatest of them, saith the Lord; for 
I will forgive their iniquity, and I 
will remomber their sin no more. 

35 Thus saith the Lord, which givetb 
tho sun for a light by day, and the 
ordinances of the moou and of the 
stars for a light by night, which diri 
deth the sea when the waves thereof 
roar; The Lord of hosts is hie 
name; 

36 If those ordinances depart from 
before me, saith the Lord, then the 
seed of Israel also shall cease from 
being a nation before me for ever. 

37 Thus saith the Lord; If heaven 
above oan be measured, and tho foun¬ 
dations of the earth searched out be¬ 
neath, I will also cast off all the seed 
of Israel for all that they have done, 
Baith the Lord. 

38 Behold, the days oome, saith the 
Lord, that the city shall be built to 
the Lord from the tower of Hananoel 
unto the gate of the oorner. 

39 And the measuring line shall yet 
go forth over against it upon the hill 
Gareb, and shall oompass about to 
Goath. 

40 And the whole valley of the dead 
bodies, and of the ashes, and all tbu 
fields unto the brook of Kidron, unto 
the oorner of the horse gato toward 
the east, shall be holy unto the Lord ; 
it shall not he pluoked op, nor thrown 
down any more for ever. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

Jeremiah imprisoned — God prvmiulh a 
gracious return. 

HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord in the tenth year 
of Zedokiah king of Judah, whioh 
was the eighteenth year of Nebuohad 
rezzar. 

2 For then the king of Babylon’s 
army besieged Jerusalem ; and Jere¬ 
miah the prophet was shut up in the 
court of the prison, whioh was in Ihe 
king of Judah's house. 

3 For Zedekiah king of Juduh had 
shut him up, saying, Wherefore do«l 
thou prophesy, and say, Thus saith 
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rbe Lord, Behold, I will give this 
city ioto the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and be shall take it; 

4 And Zedckiab king of Judah shall 
not escape out of tho hand of the 
ChaldoaDS, but shall surely be de¬ 
livered into the hand of tho king of 
Babylon, and Bhall speak with him 
mouth to mouth, and his eyes shall 
behold biB eyes; 

5 And ho shall lead Zcdekiah to 
Babylon, and tbero shall he bo until 
I visit him, saith the Lord; though 
ye fight with the Chaldeaus, yo shall 
not prosper? 

6 And Jcromiah said, The word of 
tho Lord oamo unto me, saying, 

7 Behold, Hannmeel the son of 
Shalluni thine undo shall come unto 
thoe, saying, Buy thee uiy field that 
is in Anatboth ; for the right of re¬ 
demption is thine to buy it. 

8 So Hanamed mine unde’s son 
came to me in the court of the prison 
according to the word of the Lord, 
and said unto mo, Buy my fiold, I 
pray thee, that is in Anathoth, which 
is in the country of Benjamin; for the 
right of inheritance is thine, and the 
redemption is thine; buy it for thy¬ 
self. Then I know that this was tho 
word of tho Lord. 

9 And I bought tho fiold of lluna- 
mocl my udcIc'b son, that was in Ana- 
tbolb, and weighed him tho money, 
even seventeen shekels of silver. 

10 And I subscribed tho evidonce, and 
soaled it, and took witnesses, and 
weighed him the money in the 
balances. 

11 So I took tho evidence of the 
purohasc, both that which was sealed 
according to tho law and custom, and 
that whioh was opon ; 

12 And I gave tho evidenoo of the 
purchase unto Baruch the eon of 
Neriah, tho son of Maaseiah, in tho 
sight of Hanameel mine unole’s son, 
and in tho presence of the witnesses 
that subscribed the book of the pur¬ 
chase, before all the Jows that sat in 
tho oourt of tho prison. 

13 And I oh&rgod Baruch beforo 
them, saying, 

14 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Take those ovidenoos, 
this ovidenoo of the purohase, both 
whioh is sealed, and this evidonoe 
whioh is open; and put thorn in an 


earthen vessel, that they may con¬ 
tinue many days. 

15 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
tho God of Israel; Houses and fields 
and vineyards shall be possessed again 
in this land. 

16 Now when I bad delivered the 
evidence of tho purohase unto Barnoh 
the son of Neriah, I prayed unto the 
Lord, saying, 

17 Ah Lord God! behold, thou hast 
made the heaven and the earth by 
thy great power and stretched-out 
arm, and there is nothing too hard 
for thee; 

18 Thou showest loving-kindness 
unto thousands, and recompensest the 
iniquity of the fathers into the hoBom 
of their children after them; The 
Great, Tho Mighty God, The Lord of 
hosts, is his name; 

19 Great in counsel, and mighty in 
work ; for thine eyes are open upon 
all the ways of the sons of men, to 
give overy one according to his ways, 
and according to the fruit of hie 
doings; 

20 Which hast set signs and won¬ 
ders in the land of Egypt, even unto 
this day, and in Israel, and among 
other men; and haBt made thee a 
name, as at this day; 

21 And hast brought forth thy peo¬ 
ple Israel out of the land of Egypt with 
signs, and with wonders, and with a 
strong hand, and with a stretohed-out 
arm, and with great terror; 

22 And hast given them this land, 
which thou didst swear to their fa¬ 
thers to give them, a land flowing 
with milk aud honey; 

23 And thoy came in, and possessed 
it; but they obeyed not thy voice, noi- 
ther walked in thy law; they have done 
nothing of all that thou commandedst 
them to do; therefore tbou hast oaased 
all this ovil to come upon them. 

24 Behold the mounts, they are 
oomo unto the city to take it; and 
the oity is given into the hand of the 
Chaldeans that fight against it, he- 
oause of the sword, and of the famine, 
and of the pestilenoe; and what thou 
hast spoken is come to pass; and, 
bohold, thou seest it. 

25 And thou hast said unto me, 0 
Lord God, Buy thee the field for money, 
and take witnesses; for the oity li 
given into tho hand of the Chaldeana. 
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20 Then came tbe word of tho Lord 
nnto Jeremiah, saying, 

27 Behold, I am tho Lord, tbe God 
of all Aceh ; is there any thing loo 
bard for me 7 

28 Therefore thus snilh the Lord; 
Behold, I will give this city into the 
band of the Chaldeans, and into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Ba¬ 
bylon, and he 6ball take it; 

20 And the Chaldeans, that fight 
against this city, 6hall come and set 
fire on this city, and burn it with tbe 
houses, upon whose roofs they have 
offered incense unto Baal, and poured 
out drink offerings unto other gods, 
to provoke me to anger. 

30 For the children of Israel and 
the children of Judah have only done 
evil before me from their youth; for 
the children of Isrnel have only pro¬ 
voked me to anger with tho work of 
their hands, eaith the Lord. 

31 For this city hath been to mo as 
a provocation of mine anger and of 
my fury from tho day that they built 
it oven unto this day, that I should 
remove it from before my face ; 

32 Because of all the evil of the 
children of Israel and of the children 
of Judah, which they havo done to 
provoke mo to anger, they, their kings, 
their princes, their priests, and their 
prophets, and the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem. ' 

33 And they have turned unto me 
the back, and not the faoe; though I 
taught them, rising up early and 
teaching them, yet they have not 
hearkened to receive instruction. 

34 But they set thoir abominations 
in the house, whioh is called by my 
name, to defile it. 

35 And they huilt the high places 
of Baal, which are in the valley of 
the son of Hinnom, to cause their son9 
and their daughters to pass through 
the fire unto Molech; whioh I com¬ 
manded them not, neither came it into 
my mind, that they should do this 
abomination, to cause Judah to sin. 

36 And now therefore thus saith 
the Lord, the God of Israel, oonoorn- 
Ing this oity, whereof yo say, It shall 
be delivered into tho hand of tho king 
of Babylon by the sword, and by tho 
famino, and by tho pestilence; 

37 Behold, I will gather thorn out 
of all countries, whither I have driven 


them in mine anger, and in my fury, 
and in great wrath ; and I will bring 
them again unto this place, and I will 
cause them to dwell safely; 

38 And they shall be my people, and 
I will bo their God; 

39 And I will give them one heart, 
and one way, that they may fear me 
for ever, for the good of them, and of 
their children after them ; 

40 And I will make an everlasting 
covenant with them, that I will not 
turn away from them, to do them good; 
but I will pul my fear in their hearts, 
that they shall not depart from me. 

41 Yea, I will rejoice over them to 
do them good, And I will plant them 
in this land assuredly with my whole 
heart and with my wholo soul. 

42 For thus saith the Lord; Like 
as I have brought all this great evil 
upon this people, so will I bring upon 
them all the good that I have pro¬ 
mised them. 

43 And fields shall be bought in this 
land, whereof ye Bay, It is desolate 
without man or beast; it is given into 
the hand of tho Chaldeans. 

44 Men shall buy fields for money, 
and subscribe evidences, and seal 
them, and take witnesses in the land 
of Benjamin, and in the places about 
Jerusalem, and in the cities of Judah, 
and in the cities of the mountains, and 
in the citieB of the valley, and in tho 
cities of the south; for I will cause 
their captivity to return, saith tho 
Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

Restoration of Israel and Judah — Branch 
of righteousness. 

OREOVER the word of the Lord 
CAme unto Joremiah the second 
time, while ho was yet shut up in the 
court of the prison, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord the maker 
thereof, tho Lord that formed it, to 
establish it; The Lord is his name; 

3 Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and show thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not. 

4 For thus saith the Lord, the God 
of Israel, concerning tho houses of 
this oity, and concerning the houses 
of the kings of Judah, which are 
thrown down by tho mounts, and by 
tbo sword; 

5 They come to fight with the Chal¬ 
deans, but it is to fill them with the 
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d. ad bodies of men, whom I have 
fiaiii iu tnino anger and in my fury, 
and for all whose wickedness I havo 
hid my face from this city. 

0 Behuld, I will bring it health and 
euro, and I will oure them, and will 
reveal unto them the abundance of 
peace and truth. 

7 And I will cause the captivity of 
Judah and the captivity of Israel to 
return, and will huild them, as at the 
first. 

8 And I will oleanse them from all 
their iniquity, whereby they have 
sinned against mo ; and I will pardon 
all thoir iniquities, whereby they have 
sinned, and whereby they have trans¬ 
gressed against me. 

9 And it shall be to mo a name of 
joy, upraise and an honour before all 
the nations of the onrtb, which shall 
hear all the good that I do unto them ; 
and they shall fear and tremble for all 
the goodness and for all tho prosperity 
that I procure uuto it. 

10 Thus saith the Lord; Again 
thuro shall be heard in this place, 
which ye say shall bo dosolato without 
man and without beast, even in tho 
cities of Judah, and in the streets of 
Jorusalom, that are desolato, without 
man, and without inhabitant, and 
without bcasL, 

11 The voice of joy, and the voice 
of gladness, the voioe of tho hride- 
g ioo in, and the voice of the bride, 
tho voico of them that shall say, 
Praise the Lord of hosts; for tho 
Lord is good; for his mcroy enduroth j 
for ovor unto them that shall bring , 
tho eaorifico of praise into tho house 
of tho Lord. For I will cause to re¬ 
turn tho oaptivity of tho load, as at 
Lbo first, saith the Lord. 

12 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Again in this place, which is desolate 
without man and without boast, and 
in all the oilies thereof, shall be a 
habitation of shepherds causing thoir 
flocks to lio down. 

13 In the cities of the mountuins, 
in tho oitios of the vale, and in tho 
oilies of the south, and in the land of 
Benjamin, and in tho places about 
JeruBalom, and in the oitics of Judah, 
shall the Hooks pass again under the 
hands of him that telleth them, saith 
tho Lord. 

14 Behold, tho days come, saith the 
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Lord, that I will perform that good 
thing which I have promised unto 
the house of Israel and to the house 
of Judah. 

15 In thoso days, and at that time, 
will I cause the Branoh of righteous¬ 
ness to grow up unto David; and he 
shall execute judgment and right¬ 
eousness in the land. 

16 In those days shall Judah he 
saved, and Jerusalem shall dwell 
safely; and this is the name where¬ 
with she shall he oalled, The Lord 
our Righteousness. 

17 For thus saith the Lord; David 
shall never want a man to sit upon 
the throne of the house of Israel; 

18 Neither shall the priests the Le- 
vites want a man beforo mo to offer 
burnt offerings, and to kindle meat 
offerings, and to do sacrifice con¬ 
tinually. 

19 Aud the word of the Lord oame 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the Lord; If ye oan 
break my covenant of the day, and 
my covenant of the night, and that 
there should not be day and night in 
their Beason; 

21 Then may also my oovenant be 
brokon with David my servant, that 
he should not have a son to reign 
upon his throne; and with the Levites 
the priests, my ministers. 

22 As the host of heaven oannot 
be numbered, neither the sand of the 
soa measured; so will I multiply the 
seed of David my servant, and the 
Lovitcs that minister unto me. 

23 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to Jeremiah, saying, 

24 Considerest thou not what this 
people have spoken, saying, The two 
families which the Lord hath ohosen, 
ho hath even cast them off 1 ? thus 
they have despised my people, that 
they should bo no more a nation he- 
fore them. 

25 Thus saith the Lord; If my cove¬ 
nant be not with day and night, and 
if I have not appointed the ordinances 
of heaven and earth ; 

26 Thon will I cast away the seed of 
Jacob, and David my servant, so that 
I will not take any of his seed to be 
rulers over the seed of Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacoh; for I will oause 
their captivity to retnrn, and have 
mercy on them.

rpjIE word which came unto Jero- 

1 minh from tho Lord, in tho days 
of Juhoiakim, the son of Josiah king 
of Judah, saying, 

2 Go unto the house of tho Rechab- 
ite?, and speak unto them, and bring 
them into the house of tho Lord, into 
one of the chambers, and give them 
wine to drink. 

3 Then I took Jaazaniah the son of 
Jeremiah, tho son of Ilabaziniah, and 
his brethren, and all his sons, and 
the whole house of the Rechabitcs; 

4 And I brought them into the house 
of tho Lord, into the chamber of tho 
Bons of Hanan, the son of Igdaliah, a 
man of God, which was by the cham¬ 
ber of tho princes, which waB above 
the chamber of Maaseiah the son of 
Shallum, the keeper of tho door; 

5 And I set before the sons of tho 
house of tho Reohahites pots full of 
wine, and cups; and I said unto 
them, Drink ye wine. 

6 But they said, Wo will drink no 
wine ; for Jonadab the son of Rechab 
our father commanded us, saying, 
Ye shall drink no wine, neithor yc, 
nor your sons for over; 

7 Noither shall yo build house, nor 
sow seed, nor plant vinoyard, nor 
have any ; but all your days ye shall 
dwell in lenis; that yo may live many 
days in the land where yo bo strangers. 

8 Thus have wo obeyed tho voice 
of Jonadab the son of Roohab our 
fath or in all that ho hath charged us, 
to drink no wine all our days, wo,our 
wives, our boos, nor our daughters ; 
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0 Nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in; neither have we vineyard, nor 
field, nor seed; 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and 
have obeyed, and done according to 
all that Jonadab our father com¬ 
manded us. 

11 But it came to pass, when Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar king of Babylon came up 
into the land, that we said, Come, 
and let as go to Jerusalem for fear of 
the army of the Chaldeans, and for 
fear of the army of the Syrians; so 
we dwell at Jerusalem. 

12 Then came tho word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
tho God of Israel; Go and tell the 
men of Judah and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, Will ye not receive in¬ 
struction to hearken to my words ? 
saith the Lord. 

14 The words of Jonadab the son 
of Rechab, that ho commanded his 
sons not to drink wine, are per¬ 
formed ; for unto this day they drink 
none, but obey their father’s com¬ 
mandment; notwithstanding I have 
spoken unto you, commanding you 
to rise early, and Bpeaking to you, 
hut ye hearkenod not unto me. 

15 I have sent also unto you all my 
servants the prophets, oommanding 
them to rise up early, and sending 
them, saying, Return ye now every 
man from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after other 
gods to serve them, and ye shall 
dwell in the land which I have given 
to you and to your fathers; hut ye 
have not inclined your ear, nor heark¬ 
ened unto me. 

16 Because the sons of Jonadab the 
son of Roohab have performed the 
commandment of their father, whioh 
he commanded them; but this people 
hath not hearkened unto me; 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God of hosts, the God of Israel; Be¬ 
hold, I will bring upon Judah and 
upon all tho inhabitants of Jerusalem 
all tho evil that I have pronounced 
against them ; because I have spoken 
unto them, but they have not heard; 
and I have oallcd unto them, but they 
have not answered. 

IS And Jeremiah said unto the 
house of the Reohahites, Thus saith 
the Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
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Because yo have obeyed the com¬ 
mandment of Jonadab your father, 
and kept all his precepts, and done 
according unto nil that be hath com¬ 
manded you; 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the Qod of Israel; Jonadab 
the sou of Rcchab shall not want a 
man to stand before me for ever. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

Jeremiah's prophecy is read publicly , u 
burned by the king—The punishment of 
JehoiuJcim. 

ND it came to pass in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim tho son of 
Josiah king of Judah, that this word 
coma unto Jeremiah from tho Lord, 
saying, 

2 Tako thee a roll of a book, and 
write therein all tho words that I 
have spoken unto theo against Israel, 
and against Judah, and against all 
the nations, from the day I spake 
unto thee, from the days of Josiah, 
even uuto this day. 

3 It may be that the house of Judah 
will hear all the evil which I purpose 
to do unto them; that they may re¬ 
turn every man from his evil way ; 
that I may forgive their iniquity and 
their sin. 

4 Then Jeromiah called Baruch the 
son of Neriah; and Baruch wrote from 
the mouth of Jeremiah all the words 
of the Lord, whioh ho had spoken 
unto him, upon a roll of a book. 

& And Jeromiah commanded Baruch, 
saying, I am shut up; I oannot go 
into the house of the Lord; 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in 
the roll, whioh thou hast written 
from my mouth, the words of the 
Lord in the ears of the people in 
the Lord's house upon the fasting 
day; and also thou shalt read them 
in the ears of all Judah that come out 
of their cities. 

7 It may be they will present their 
•upplioation beforo the Lord, and 
will roturn every one from his evil 
way ; for great is the anger and the 
fury that the Lord hath pronounoed 
against this peoplo. 

8 And Baruoh the son of Neriah 
did according to all that Jeremiah 
the prophet oommanded him, reading 
In the book the words of the Lord in 
the Lord'B house. 

9 And It oame to pass in the fifth 


year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah, in the ninth month, 
that they proclaimed a fast before tho 
Lord to all tho people in Jerusalem, 
aud to all the people that came from 
th e cities of Judah unto Jerusalem. 

10 Then read Baruch in the book 
the words of Jeremiah in the house 
of tho Lord, in the chamber of Gems- 
riab the son of Shaphan the scrihe, 
in the higher court, at the entry of 
the new gate of the Lord’s house, in 
the ears of all the people. 

11 When Michaian tho son of Gema 
riah, the son of Shaphan, had beard 
out of the hook all the words of the 
Lord. 

12 Then he went down into the 
king’s house, into the scrihe’s cham¬ 
ber; and, lo, all the princes sat there, 
even Eliebama the scribe, and De- 
laiah the son of Shemaiah, and Elna- 
tban the son of Achbor, and Qema- 
riah the son of Shaphan, and Zede- 
kiah the son of Hananiah, and all 
the princes. 

13 Then Micbaiah declared unto 
them all the words that he had heard, 
when Baruch read the book in tho 
ears of the people. 

14 Therefore all the princes sent 
Jehudi the son of Nethaniah, the 
son of Shelemiah, the son of Gushi, 
unto Baruch, saying. Take in thine 
hand the roll wherein thou hast reaJ 
in tho ears of the people, and come. 
So Baruch the son of Iseriab took the 
roll in his hand, and came unto thorn. 

15 And they said unto him, Sit 
down now, and rend it in our ears. 
So Baruoh read it in their ears. 

1G Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard all tho words, they were 
afraid both one and other, and said 
unto Baruch, Wc will surely tell the 
king of all these words. 

17 And they asked Baruch, saying, 
Toll us now, How didst thou write all 
these words at his mouth 7 

18 Then Baruch answered them, 
He pronounoed all these words unto 
me with his mouth, and I wrote them 
with ink in the book. 

19 Then said the princes unto Ba¬ 
ruch, Go, hide thee, thou and Jere¬ 
miah ; and let no man know where 
ye be. 

20 And they went in to the king 
into the oourt, but they laid op the 
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roll in the chamber of Elishama tho 
scribe, and told all the words in tho 
ours of tho kiDg. 

21 So the king sent Jehudi to fetch 
the roll; and he took it out of Elish- 
ama tbo soribe’s chambor. And Je¬ 
hudi read it in the cars of the king, 
and in the ears of all the princes 
which stood beside the king. 

22 Now the king eat in the wintor 
house in the ninth month; and there 
waB a firo on tho hearth burning bo- 
foro him. 

23 And it came to pass, that when 
Jehudi had read three or four leaves, 
he cut it with the penknife, and cast 
it into the fire that wan on the hearth, 
until all the roll was consumed in the 
tiro that was on tho hearth. 

24 Yet they were not afraid, nor 
rent their garmonts, neither the king, 
nor any of his servants that heard 
all these words. 

25 Nevertheless Elnathan and De- 
luiah and Gemariah had made inter¬ 
cession to the king that he would not 
burn the roll; but ho would not hear 
them. 

20 Cut the king oommanded Jo- 
ruhmeel the son of Hammclech, and 
Scraiah the son of Azriol, and Shele- 
miuh the son of Abdecl, to take 
Baruch the scribe and Jeremiah the 
prophet; but the Lord hid them. 

27 Then the word of the Lord oamo 
to Jeremiah, after that the king had 
burned the roll, Qnd the words which 
Baruoh wroto at the mouth of Jere¬ 
miah, saying, 

28 Take thee again another roll, and 
write in it all tho former words that 
wore in tho first roll, which Jehoiakim 
the king of Judah hath burned. 

29 And thou shalt say to Jehoiakim 
king of Judah, Thus saith the Lord; 
Thou hast burned this roll, saying, 
Why hast thou written therein, say¬ 
ing, The king of Babylon shall oer- 
tainly oomo and destroy this land, and 
shall oause to oease from thenoe man 
and beast? 

30 Thereforo thus saith the Lord 
unto Jehoiakim king of Judah; He 
shall havo none to sit upon the throne 
of David; and his dead body shall 
ho cast out in the day to the hoot, 
and in tho night to the frost. 

31 And 1 will punish him and his 
seed and bis servants for their in- 
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iquily; and I will bring upon them, 
and upon the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem, and upon the men of Judah, all 
the evil that I have pronounced 
against them; but they hearkened 
not. 

32 Then took Jeremiah another roll, 
and gave it to Baruch tho scribe, the 
son of Neriah; who wrote therein 
from the mouth of Jeremiah all the 
words of the book which Jehoiakim 
king of Judah had burned in the fire; 
and there were added besides unto 
them many like words. 

. CHAPTER XXXVII. 

Jeremiah prophesielh the Chaldeanf victory 
—He is beaten and pul in prison, 

ND king Zedcdiah the son of Jo- 
siah reigned instead of Coniah 
the son of Jehoiakim, whom Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar king of Babylon made 
king in tho land of Judah. 

2 But neither ho, Dor his sorvants, 
nor the people of the land, did heark¬ 
en unto tho words of the Lord, whioh 
he spake by the prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jchu- 
cal tho son of Shelemiah and Zepha- 
niah the son of Maaseiah the priest to 
tho prophet Jeremiah, Baying, Pray 
now unto the Lord our God for us. 

4 Now Jeremiah came in and went 
out among tho people; for they had 
not put him in prison. 

5 Then Pharaoh's army was oome 
forth out of Egypt; and when the 
ChnldcanB that bosieged Jerusalem 
heard tidings of them, they doparted 
from Jerusalem. 

6 Then came the word of tho Lord 
unto the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

7 Thus saith the Lord, the God of 
Israel; Thus shall ye say to the king 
of Judah, that sent you unto me to 
inquire of me; Behold, Pharaoh’s 
army, whioh is oome forth to help 
you, shall roturn to Egypt into their 
own land. 

8 And the ChaldeanB shall oomo 
again, and fight against this city, and 
tako it, and burn it with fire. 

9 Thus saith the Lord; Deceive not 
yourselves, saying, Tho Chaldeans 
shall surely dopart from us; for they 
shall not depart. 

10 For though ye had smitten the 
whole army of tbo Chaldoans that 
fight against you, and there remained 
but woundod men among them, yet 
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should they rise up every man 
tent, and hurn this city with fire. 

11 And it came to pass that when 
the army of the Chaldeans was broken 
up from Jerusalem for fear of Pha¬ 
raoh's army, 

12 Then Jeremiah went forth out 
of Jerusalem to go into the land of 
Benjamin, to separate himself thence 
in the midst of the people. 

13 And when he was in the gate of 
Benjamin, a captain of the ward was 
there, whoso name was Irijah, the son 
of Shelcmiah, the son of llananiah; 
and he took Jeremiah tho prophet, 
saying, Thou fallcat away to* the 
Chaldeans. 

14 Then said Jeremiah, It is false; 
I fall not away to the Chaldeans. 
But he hearkened not to him; so 
Irijah took Jeremiah, and brought 
him to the princes. 

15 Wherefore the princes were wroth 
with Jeremiah, and smote him, and 
put him in prison in the house of 
Jonathan the scribe; for they had 
made that the prison. 

16 And Jeremiah was entered into 
the dungeon, and into the cabins, and 
he remained there many days. 

17 Then Zedekiah the king sent, 
and took him out; and tho king asked 
him secretly in his house, and said, 
Is there any word from the Lord? 
And Jeremiah said, There is; for, said 
he, thou shalt be delivered into tho 
hand of the king of Babylon. 

IS Moreover Jeremiah said unto 
king Zedekiah, What have I offended 
against thee, or against thy servants, 
or against this people, that ye have 
put me in prison? 

19 Where arc now your prophets 
which prophesied unto you, Baying, 
The king of Bahylon shall not 
come against you, nor against this 
land? 

20 Therefore hear now, I pray thee, 
0 my lord the king; let my suppli¬ 
cation, I pray thee, be accepted be¬ 
fore thee; that thou cause me not to 
return to the house of Jonathan the 
sorihe, lost I die there. 

21 Then Zedekiah the king com¬ 
manded that they should commit Je¬ 
remiah into the oourt of the prison, 
and that they should give him daily 
a pieoe of bread out of the hakers' 
street, until all the bread iu the city 


were spent. Thus Jeremiah remained 
in the court of the prison. 

CIIAPTER. XXXVIII. 

Jeremiah w pul into the dungeon. 

HEN Shephatiah the son of Mat- 
tan, and Gcdaliah, the son of 
Pashur, and Jucal tho son of Shele- 
miah, and Pashur the son of Malchiuh, 
heard the words that Jeremiah had 
spoken unto all the people. Baying, 

2 Th us saith the Lord, He that 
remaineth in this city shall die by 
the sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence; but he that goeth fcrt.li 
to the Chaldeans shall live; for he 
shall have his life for a prey, and 
shall live. 

3 Thus saith the Lord, This city 
shall surely be given into the haml 
of the king of Babylon’s army, which 
shall take it. 

4 Therefore the princes said unto 
the king, We beseech thee, let this 
man be put to death; for thus he 
weakeneth the hands of the men of 
war that remain in this city, and the 
hamls of all the people, in speaking 
such words unto them; for tnia man 
seeketh not the welfare of this people, 
hut the hurt. 

5 Then Zedekiah the king said, 
Behold, he is in your hand; lor tho 
king is not he that can do any thing 
against you. 

6 Then took the; Jeremiah, and 
cost him into the dungeon of Slal- 
chiah the son of Hammelech, that 
was in the court of the prison; and 
thoy let down Jeremiah with cords. 
And in the dungeon there was no 
water, but mire; so Jeremiah sunk in 
the mire. 

7 Now when Ebed-melech the Ethio¬ 
pian, one of the eunuchs which was 
id the king’s house, heard that they 
had put Jeremiah in the dungeon,* 
the king then sitting in the gate of 
Benjamin; 

8 Ebcd-melech went forth out of tbe 
king’s house, and Bpake to the king, 
saying, 

9 My lord the kiDg, these men have 
done evil in all that they have dono 
to Jeremiah the prophet, whom thoy 
have cast into the dungeon; and he 
is like to die for hunger in the place 
where he is, for there is no more 
bread in the city. 

10 Then tho king commanded Ebed- 
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me I cob the Ethiopian, eaying, Take 
from hence thirty men with thee, and 
take up Jurctniah the prophet out of 
the dungeon, before he die. 

11 So Ebed-mcleoh took the men 
with him, and went into the houso of 
the king under the treasury, and took 
theuee old cast clouts and old rotten 
ragB, and let thou down by oords into 
the dungeon to Jeremiah. 

12 And Ebed-meloch tho Ethiopian 
laid unto Jeremiah, Put now these 
old oust clouts and rottou rags under 
thine armholes under the cords. And 
Jeremiah did so. 

13 So they drow up Jeremiah with 
cords, and took him up out of the 
dungeon; and Jeremiah remained in 
the court of the prison. 

II Then Zodokiah tho king sent, 
and took Jeremiah tho prophet unto 
him into the third entry that is in the 
house of tho Lord; and the king 
said unto Jeremiah, I will ask thee a 
thing; hido nothing from me. 

15 Then Jeremiah said unto Zede- 
kitth, If I declare it unto thee, wilt 
thou not surely put mo to death ? and 
if I give thee counsel, wilt thou not 
hearken unto mo 7 

16 So Zedckiah the king Bware 
Bocrctly unto Joromiak, saying. As 
tho Lord liveth, that made us this 
soul, I will nut put theo to death, 
ueither will I give theo into the hand 
of theso men that seek thy life. 

17 Then Baid Jeremiah unto Zcdo- 
kiah, Thus saith the Lord, tho God 
of hosts, the God of Israel; If thou 
wilt assuredly go forth unto the king 
of Babylon’s princos, then thy soul 
elia.ll livo, and this city shall not ho 
burned with fire; and thou shalt live, 
and thine house; 

18 But if thou wilt not go forth to 
the kiug of Babylon’s prinoes, then 
shall this city bo giveo into tho hand 
of tho Chaldeans, and they shall burn 
it with fire, and thou shalt not esoape 
out of their hand. 

III And Zedekinh the king said unto 
Jeremiah, I am afraid of the Jews 
that are fallen to tho Chaldoans, lost 
they dolivor me into their hand, and 
they mock me. 

20 But Jeremiah said, They Bhall 
not deliver thoo. Obey, I beseech 
thee, tho voice of the Lord, whioh I 
•peak unto theo; so it shall be 
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well unto thee, and thy soul ehall 
live. 

21 But if thou refuse to go forth, 
this is tho word that the Lord hath 
showod me; 

22 And, behold, all the women that 
are left in the king of Judah’s house 
shall be brought forth to the king of 
Babylon’s princes, and those women 
shall say, Thy friends have set thee 
on, and have prevailed against thee; 
thy feet are sunk in the mire, and 
they are turned away hack. 

23 So they shall bring out all thy 
wives and thy children to the Chal¬ 
deans; and thou shalt not esoape out 
of their hand, but shalt be taken by 
the hand of the king of Babylon ; and 
thou shalt cause this city to be burned 
with fire. 

24 Then said Zodekiah unto Jere¬ 
miah, Let no man know of these 
words, and thou Bhalt not die. 

25 But if the princes hear (hat I 
have talked with thee, and theyoome 
unto thee, and Bay unto thee, Declare 
unto us now what thou hast said unto 
the king, hide it not from us, and we 
will not put thee to death; also what 
tho king said unto thee; 

20 Then thou shalt say unto them, I 
presented my supplication before the 
king, that ho would not cause me to re¬ 
turn to Jonathan’s house, to die there. 

27 Then came all the princes unto 
Jeremiah, and asked him ; and he told 
them according to all these words that 
tho king had aommanded. So they 
left off speaking with him; foi the 
matter was not perceived. 

28 So Jeremiah abode in tho court 
of tho prison until the day that Jeru¬ 
salem was taken; and he was there 
when Jerusalem was taken. 

CHAPTER XXXI X- 

Jerusalem is taken—ZedeJciah it made Mind. 

and tent to Babylon — The good usage qjr 

Jeremiah. 

N the ninth year of Zedokiah king 
of Judah, in the tenth month, oame 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon and 
all bis army against Jerusalem, and 
they besieged it. 

2 And in tho eleventh year of Zede- 
kiah, in tho fourth month, the ninth 
day of the month, the oity was broken 
up. 

3 And all the prinoes of tho king 
of Babylon oame in, and Bat in the 
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middle gale, even Ncrgal-sharezer, 
Snmgar nebo, Sarsechim, Rab-aaris, 
Ncrgal-sbarczer, Rab-mag, with all 
Ihe residue of the princes of the king 
of Babylon. 

4 And it came to pass, that when 
Zcdekiah the king of Judah saw them, 
and all the men of war, then they 
fled, and went forth out of the city 
by night, by the way of the king’s 
garden, by the gate betwixt the two 
walls; and he went out tho way of 
the plain. 

5 But the Chaldeans' army pursued 
after them, and overtook Zcdekiob in 
the plains of Jericho; and when they 
had taken him, they brought him up 
to Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
to Riblah in the land of Hamath, 
where he gave judgment upon him. 

6 Then the king of Babylon slew 
tho sons of Zedckiah in Riblah before 
his eyes; also the king of Babylon 
slew all the nobles of Judah. 

7 Moreover he nut out Zedekiah’s 
eyes, and bound him with chains, to 
carry him to Babylon. 

8 And the Chaldeans burned the 
king’s house, and the houses of the 
people, with fire, and brake down the 
walls of Jerusalem. 

9 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain 
ofthe guard oarried away captive into 
Babylon the remnant of the people 
that remained in the city, and those 
that fell away, that fell to him, with 
the rest of the people that remained. 

10 Bot Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard left of the poor of the 
pcoplo, which had nothing, in tho 
land of Judah, and gavo them vine¬ 
yards and fields at the same timo. 

11 Now Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon gavo oharge concerning 
Jeremiah to Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard, 6aying, 

12 Take him, and look well to him, 
and do him no harm; but do unto 
him even as he shall say uuto 
thee. 

13 So Nobuzar-adan tho oaptain of 
the guard sent, and Nebushasban, 
Rab-saris, and Nergal-sharezer, Rab- 
mag, and all the king of Babylon’s 
prinoes; 

14 Evon they sent, and took Jere¬ 
miah out of the court of the prison, 
and committed him unto Gedaliah 
tho 60 n of Ahikam the son of 6ha- 


phan, that he should carry him home ; 
so ho dwelt among tho people. 

15 Now the word of the Lord came 
uuto Jeremiah, while he was shut up 
in the court of tho prison, saying, 

16 Go and speak to Ebcd-melech 
the Ethiopian, saying, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, I will bring my words upon 
th is city for evil, and not for good ; 
and they shall be accomplished in 
that day hefore thee. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that 
day, saith the Lord ; and thon shall 
not bo given into the hand of the men 
of whom tbou art afraid. 

18 For I will surely deliver thee, 
and thou shult not fall by the sword, 
but thy life shall be for a prey unto 
thee ; because thou hast put thy trusl 
in me, saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER XL. 

Jeremiah is set fret—The dispersed Jews re¬ 
pair unto him—IshmaeTt conspiracy. 
HE word which came to Jeremiah 
from the Lord, after that Nebu¬ 
zar-adan the captain of the guard 
had let him go from Ramah, when he 
had taken him being bound in chains 
among all that were carried away 
captive of Jerusalem and Judah, 
which were carried away captivo unto 
BabyloD. 

2 And the captain of the guard took 
Jeremiah, ana said unto him, The 
Lord thy God hath pronounced this 
evil upon this place. 

3 Now the Lord hath brought it, 
and done according as he hath said ; 
because ye have siuned against the 
Lord, and hftve not obeyed his voice, 
therefore this thing is oome npon you. 

4 And now, behold, I loose thee this 
day from tho chains whioh were upon 
thine hand. If it seem good unto 
thee to come with me into Babylon, 
come : and I will look well unto thee; 
hut if it seem ill unto thee to come 
with me into Babylon, forbear; be¬ 
hold, all tho land is before thee; 
whither it seomoth good and con¬ 
venient for thee to go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone 
back, be said, Go back also to Geda¬ 
liah the son of Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, whom the king of Babylon 
hath made governor over tho cities 
of Judah, and dwell with him among 
tho people; or go wheresoever it 
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Hcemclb convenient unto thee to go. 
?o iho captain of the guard gave him 
victuals and a rownrd, and let him go. 

6 Then went Jeremiah unto Gcda- 
lifth the son of Ahiknm to Mizpah; 
aud dwelt with him among the people 
lhAl were left in the land. 

7 Now when all the oaptains of the 
forces which were in the fields, even 
they aud their men, heard that the 
king of Babylon had made Qeilaliah 
the son of Ahikam governor in the 
land, and had committed unto him 
men, and women, and ohildren, and 
of the poor of the land, of them that 
were not carried away captive to Ba¬ 
bylon ; 

8 Then they oame to Gcdaliah to 
Mizpah, oven Ishmael the eon of Neth- 
aniah, and JobanaD and Jonathan 
tho sons of Eareah, and Scraiah the 
son of Tanhnineth, and the sons of 
Ephivi the Netophathite, and Jezaniah 
the son of a Maaohathitc, they and 
their men. 

9 And Gcdaliah the son of Ahikam 
tho son of Shaphan sware unto them 
and to their men, saying, Fear not to 
serve the Chaldeans; dwell in tho 
land, and serve'the king of Babylon, 
and it shall be well with you. 

10 As for me, behold, I will dwell 
at Mizpah, to Borve the Chaldeans, 
which will oomo unto us ; but yo, 
gather yo wine, and summer fruits, 
and oil, and put them in your vessels, 
and dwell in your cities that yc have 
taken. 

11 Likowiso when all the Jews that 
woro in Moab, and among the Am¬ 
monites, and in Edom, and that were 
in all the countries, beard that the 
king of Babylon had left a remnant 
of Judah, and that ho had set over 
them Gcdaliah the son of Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan; 

12 Even all tho Jews returned out 
of all places whither they were driven, 
and came to the land of Judah, to 
Gcdaliah, unto Mizpah, and gather¬ 
ed wine and summer fruits very 
much. 

13 Moreover Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
forces that wore in the fields, came to 
Gedalinh to Mizpah, 

l-l And said unto him, Dost thou 
oertainly know that BaaliB the king 
of the Ammonites hath sont Ishmael 
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the son of Nethaniah to slay thee f 
But Gedaliah the son of Ahikatn be¬ 
lieved them not. 

15 Then Johanan the son of Eareah 
spake to Gcdaliah in Mizpah secretly, 
saying, Let mo go, I pray thee, and 
I will slay Ishmael the son of Neth¬ 
aniah, and no man shall know it; 
wherefore should ho slay thee, that 
all the Jew6 which are gathered uuto 
thee should be scattered, and the 
remnant in Judah perish ? 

10 But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
said unto Johanan the bod of Kareah. 
Thou shalt not do this thing; for 
thou spoakest falsely of Ishmael. 

CHAPTER XLL 
IthmaeVs conspiracy. 

OW it came to pass in the 
sevoDth month, that Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah the son of Elisha- 
ma, of the seed royal, and the prinoer 
of the king, even ten men with him, 
came unto Gedaliah the son of Ahi¬ 
kam to Mizpah; and there they did 
eat bread together in Mizpah. 

2 Then arose Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and the ten men that wore 
with him, and smote Gcdaliah the 
son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan 
with the sword, And slew him, whom 
the king of Babylon had made gover¬ 
nor over the land. 

3 Ishmael also slew all the Jews that 
were with him, even with Gcdaliah, at 
Mizpah, and the Chaldeans that were 
found there, and the men of war. 

4 And it oame to pass the seoond 
day after he had slain Gedaliah, and 
no man know it, 

5 That there oame certain from 
Sheohom, from Shiloh, and from Sa¬ 
maria, even four-soore men, having 
their beards shaven, and their clothes 
rent, and having out themselves, with 
offerings and inoense in their hand, 
to bring them to the house of the 
Lord. 

6 And Ishmael the son of Netha- 
niah went forth from Mizpah to meet 
them, weoping all along as he went; 
and it oame to pass, as he met them, 
ho said unto them, Come to Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam. 

7 And it was so, when they came into 
the midst of tho city, that Ishmael 
tho son of Nethaniah slew them, and 
oast them into tho midst of the pit, ho, 
and the men that wore with him. 
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8 But ten men were found among 
them that said unto Ishmael, Slay ua 
not; for we havo treasures in tho 
field, of wheat, and of barley, and of 
oil, and of honey. So he forbare, and 
Blew them not among their brethren. 

0 Now tho pit wherein Ishmael had 
cast all the dead bodies of the men, 
whom he had slain because of Geda- 
liah, was it which Asa the king had 
made for fear of Baasha king of Is¬ 
rael ; and Ishmael the son of Neth- 
aniah filled it with them that were 
slain. 

10 Then Ishmael carried away cap¬ 
tive all the residue of the peeple that 
were in Mizpah, even the king’s 
daughters, and all the people that 
remained in Mizpah, whom Nebuzar- 
adan the captain of the guard had 
committed to Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam; and Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah carried them away cap¬ 
tive, and departed to go over to the 
Ammonites. 

11 But when Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the 
foroes that were with him, heard of 
all the evil that Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, and 
went to fight with Ishmael tho son of 
Nethaniah, and found him by tho 
great waters that are in Gibeon. 

13 Now it came to pass, that when 
all the people which were with Ish¬ 
mael saw Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and all the captains of the foroes 
that were with him, then they were 
glad. 

14 So all the people that Ishmael 
had carried away captive from Miz¬ 
pah cast about and returned, and went 
unto Johanan the son of Kareah. 

15 But Ishmael the 6on of Netha¬ 
niah escaped from Johanan with eight 
men, and went to the Ammonites. 

16 Then took Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all tho captains of the 
forces that were with him, all the 
remnant of the people whom he had 
recovered from Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, from Mizpah, after that 
he hAd slain Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam, even mighty men of war, and 
the women, and the children, and tho 
eunuchs, whom he had brought again 
from Gibeon; 

17 And they departed, and dwelt in 


the habitation of Chimham, which 1 b 
by Beth-lchcm, to go to outer into 
Egypt, 

18 Bcoanse of the Chaldeans; for 
they were afraid of them, because 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah had 
slain Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, 
whom the king of Babylon made 
governor in tho land. 

CHAPTER XLIL 

Jeremiah assvreth Johanan *i i afety in 
Judea , and dutrurtiem in Egypt. 
HEN all the captains of the forces, 
and Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and Jczaniah the son of Hoshaiah, 
and all the people from the least even 
unto the greatest, came near, 

2 And said unto Jeremiah the proph¬ 
et, Let, we beseech thee, our suppli¬ 
cation be accepted before thee, and 
pray for us unto the Lord thy God, 
even for all this remnant; (for we 
are left but a few of many, as three 
eyes do behold us;) 

3 That the Lord thy God may show 
us the way wherein we may walk, and 
the thing that we may do. 

4 Then Jeremiah the prophet said 
unto them, I have heard you ; behold, 
I will pray unto the Lord your God 
according to your words; and it shall 
come to pass, that whatsoever thing 
the Lord shall answer you, I will de¬ 
clare it unto you ; I will keep nothing 
back from you. 

5 Then they said to Jeremiah, The 
Lord be a truo and faithful witness 
between us, if we do not even accord¬ 
ing to all things for the which the 
Lord thy God shall send thee to ns. 

6 Whether it be good, or whether il 
be evil, we will obey the voice of the 
Lord our God, to whom we send thee ; 
that it may be well with U3, when we 
obey tho voice of the Lord our God. 

7 And it came to pass after ten days, 
that the word of the Lord came ante 
Jeremiah. 

8 Then called he Johanan the son 
of Kareah, and all the oaptains of 
the forces which were with him, and 
all the people from the least even to 
the groatest, 

9 And said unto them. Thus eaith 
the Lord, the God of Israel, unto 
whom ye sent me to present youi 
supplication before him; 

10 If you will still abide in this land, 
then will I build yon, and not pull 
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down; I will plant you, and not pluck 
up ; and I will turn away the evil that 
T have done unto you. 

11 Do not afraid of the king of 
Babylon, of whom ye are afraid; be 
not afraid of him, eaith the Lord; 
for I am with you to save you, and 
to deliver you from his hand. 

12 And I will show mercies unto 
you, that he may ba*'e mcroy upon 
you, and cauie you to return to your 
own land. 

13 But if ye say, Wo will not dwell 
in ibis land, neither oboy the voice 
of the Lord your God. 

M Saying, No; but we will go into 
the land of Egypt, where we shall 
sec no war, nor hear the sound of the 
trumpet, n* r bavo hunger for want 
of bread ; and there will we dwell; 

15 And now therefore hear the word 
of the Lord, ye remnADt of Judah; 
Thus eaith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; If ye wholly set your 
faces to enter into Egypt, and go to 
sojourn there; 

16 Then it shall oome to pass, that 
the sword, which ye feared, shall 
overtake you there in the land of 
Egypt; and tho famine, whereof ye 
wore afraid, shall follow olose aftor you 
there in Egypt; and there ye shall die. 

17 So shall it he with all tho men 
that Bet their faces to go into Egypt 
to sojourn thoro; they shall die by 
the sword, by tho famine, and by the 
pestilence; and none of them shall 
remain or escape from the evil that I 
will bring upon thorn. 

18 For thus eaith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; As mine anger 
and my fury hath been poured forth 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 
so shall tny fury be poured forth upon 
you, when ye shall cDter into Egypt; 
mid ye shall be an execration, and an 
nstoniehment, and a ourso, and a re¬ 
proach ; and ye shall see this place 
no more. 

19 The Lord hath said ooncerning 
you, 0 ye remnant of Judah ; Go ye 
not into Egypt; know oertainly that 
I have admonished you this day. 

20 For ye dissembled in your hearts, 
when ye sent me unto tho Lord your 
God, saying. Pray for us unto the 
Lord our God; and according unto 
nil that the Lord our God Bhall say, 
ho doclare unto us, and we will do it. 
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21 And that I have this day declared 
it to you; but ye have not obeyed the 
voioo of the Lord your God, nor any 
thing for the whioh he hath sent me 
unto you. 

22 Now therefore know oertainly 
that ye shall die by the sword, by the 
famine, and by tho pestilence, in the 
place whither ye deBire to go and to 
sojourn. 

CIIAPTER XLIII. 

Johanan discredit* Jeremiah's prophecy — 

Jeremiah prophesidh the conquest of Egypt 

by the Babylonians. 

ND it came to pass, that when 
Jeremiah had made an end of 
speaking unto all the people all the 
words of tho Lord their God, for 
which the Lord their God had sent 
him lo them, even all these words, 

2 Then spake Azariah the son of 
Iloshaiah, and Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the proud men, say¬ 
ing unto Jeremiah, Thou epeakest 
falsely; tho Lord our God hath not 
Bent thee to say, Go not into Egypt 
to sojourn there; 

3 Dut Baruch the son of Neriah 
settoth thee on against us, for to 
deliver us into the hand of the Chal¬ 
deans, that they might put us to 
death, and oarry us away captives 
into Bnhylon. 

4 So Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and nil the aaptains of the foroes, and 
all the people, obeyed not the voioe 
of the Lora, to dwell in the land of 
Judah. 

5 But Johanan the son of Kareah, 
and all the oaptaiDS of the forces, 
took all the remnant of Judah, that 
were returned from all nations, whith¬ 
er they had heen driven, to dwell in 
the land of Judah ; 

6 Even men, and women, and chil¬ 
dren, and the king's daughters, and 
every person that Nebnzar-adan the 
oaptain of the guard had left with 
Godaliah the son of Ahikam the son 
of Shaphan, and Jeremiah the pro¬ 
phet, and Baruoh the son of Neriah. 

7 So they came into the land of 
Egypt; for they oheyed Dot the voioe 
of the Lord ; thus came they even to 
Tahpanhes. 

0 Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Jeremiah in Tahpanhes, saying, 

9 Take great Btones in thine hand, 
and hide them in the olay in the 
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brickkiln, which ie at the entry of 
Pharaoh’B house in Tahpanhcs, in tbe 
eight of tho men of Judah ; 

10 And say unto them, Thus saith 
tho Lord of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Behold, I will send and take Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar the king of Babylon, my 
servant, and will set his throDe upon 
these stones that I have hid; ana he 
shall spread his royal pavilion over 
them. 

11 And when he comcth, he shall 
smite the land of Egypt, and deliver 
each as are for death to death; and 
such as are for captivity to captivity; 
and each as are for the sword to tho 
sword. 

12 And I will kindle a fire in the 
honses of the gods of Egypt; and 
he Bhall bum them, and carry them 
away captives; and he shall array 
himself with the land of Egypt, as a 
shepherd putteth on his garment; and 
he shall go forth from thence in peace. 

13 He shall break also the images 
of Beth-shemesh, that is in the land 
of Egypt; and the houses of the gods of 
the Egyptians shall ho burn with fire. 

CHAPTER XLIV. 

The denotation of Judah for their idolatry — 
The obstinacy of the Jews. 

HE word that came to Jeremiah 
concerning all the Jews which 
dwell in the land of Egypt, which 
dwell at Migdol, and at Tahpanhes, 
and at Noph, and in the country of 
Pathros, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Ye have seen all the 
evil that I have brought upon Jeru¬ 
salem, aDd upon all the cities of 
Judah; and, Dehold, this day they 
are a desolation, and no man dwelleth 
therein; 

3 Because of their wickedness whioh 
they have committed to provoko me 
to anger, in that they went to burn 
income, aDd to serve other gods, 
whom they knew not, neither they, 
ye, nor your fathers. 

4 Howbeit 1 sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, oommanding 
them to rise early, and sending them, 
SAying, Oh, do not this abominable 
thing that I hate. 

5 But they hearkened not, nor in¬ 
clined their ear to turn from their 
wickedness, to burn no inoense unto 
other gods 


6 Wherefore my fury and mine 
anger was poured forth, and was 
kindled in the cities of Judah and in 
the streets of Jerusalem ; and they 
are wasted and desolate, as at this day. 

7 Therefore now thus saith the 
Lord, tbe God of hosts, the God of 
Israel; Wherefore commit ye this 
great evil against your souls, to cut 
off from you man and woman, child 
and suckling, out of Judah, *n leave 
you none to remain. 

8 In that ye provoke me nnto wrath 
with the works of your hands, burn¬ 
ing incense unto other gods in the 
land of Egypt, whither ye be gone to 
dwell, that ye might cut yourselves 
off, aud that ye might be a curse and 
a reproach among all the nations of 
the earth ? 

9 Have ye forgotten the wickedness 
of your fathers, and the wickedness 
of the kings of Judah, and the wick¬ 
edness of their wives, and yonr own 
wickedness, and tbe wickedness of 
your wives, which they have commit¬ 
ted id the land of Jndah, and in the 
streets of Jerusalem? 

10 They are not humbled even unto 
this day, neither have they feared, 
nor walked in my law, nor in my 
statutes, that I set before yon and 
before your fathers. 

11 Therefore thus saith the Lord of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 1 
will set my face against you for evil, 
aDd to cut off all Jndah. 

12 And I will take the remnant of 
Judah, that have set their faces to go 
into the land of Egypt to sojourn 
there, and they shall all be consumed, 
and fall in the land of Egypt; they 
shall even be consumed by the Bword 
and by the famine; and they shall 
die, from the leRSt even unto the 
greatest, by the sword and by the 
famine; and they shall be an ex¬ 
ecration, and an astonishment, and a 
onrse, and a reproach. 

13 For I will punish them that 
dwell in the land of Egypt, as I have 
punished Jerusalem, by tne sword, by 
the famine, and by the pestilence ; 

14 So that none of the remnant of 
Judah, which are gone into the land 
of Egypt to sojourn there, shall escape 
or remain, that they should return 
into the land of Judah, to the which 
they have a desire to return to dwell 




CHAPTER XLV. 


there ; for noon shall return but such 
ad shall esoupo. 

15 Then all the men which knew 
that Ihoir wives had burned incense 
unto other gods, und all the women 
that stood by, a great multitudo, even 
all the people that dwelt in tho land 
of Egypt, in Pathroa, answered Jore- 
iniah, saying, 

16 As lor the word that thou hast 
spoken unto us in the name of the 
Lord, we will nol hoarken unto thee. 

17 But we will certainly do what¬ 
soever thing goeih forth out of our 
own mouth, to burn incense unto tho 
queen of heaven, and to pour out 
drink offerings unto her, as we have 
done, we, and our fathers, our kiugB, 
and our princes, in the cities of Judah, 
And in tne streets of Jerusalem; for 
thon had we plenty of victuals, and 
were woll, and saw no evil, 

18 But since we left off to burn in- 
cenao to tho queen of heavon, and to 

our out drink offorings unto her, wo 

ave wanted all things, and have 
been oonsumod hy the sword and by 
the famine. 

19 And when we burned inaense to 
the queen of heaven, and pourod out 
drink offerings unto her, did wo mako 
her oakes to worship her, and pour 
out drink offerings unto her, without 
our men ? 

20 Then Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, to the men, and to the women, 
and to all tho people which had given 
him that answer, saying, 

21 Tho inoonso that yo burned in 
the oities of Judah, and in the stroots 
of Jerusalora, yo and your fathers, 
your kings and your princes, and the 
people of tho land, did not tho Lord 
romember thorn, and oamo it not into 
his mind? 

22 So that the Lord oould no longer 
bear, beoanee of the evil of your 
doings, and hocause of the abom¬ 
inations which ye have oommittod; 
Iherofore is your land a desolation, 
and an astonishment, nnd a ourse, 
without an inhabitant, as at this day. 

23 BeoauBe ye havo burned inccnso, 
and because yo have sinned Against 
the Lord, and have not oboyod the 
voice of Lhc Lord, nor walked in his 
law, nor in his statutos, nor In his 
testimonies; therefore this evil is 
happened unto you, as at this day. 
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24 Moreover Jeremiah said unto all 
the people, and to all the women, 
Hear the word of the Lord, all Judah 
that are in tho land of Egypt; 

25 Thus saith tho Lord of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying; Yo and your 
wives have both spoken with your 
mouths, and fulfilled with your hand, 
saying, Wo will surely perform our 
vows that wo havo vowod, to burn 
inccnso to tho queen of heaven, aud 
to pour out drink offerings unto her; 
ye will surely accomplish your vows, 
and surely perform your vows. 

2G Thercforo hear ye the word of 
tho Lord, all Judah that dwell in the 
land of Egypt; Behold, I have sworn 
by my groat name, saith the Lord, 
that my name shall no more be named 
in the mouth of any man of Judah in 
all the land of Egypt, saying, The 
Lord God liveth. 

27 Behold, I will watoh over them 
for evil, and not for good; and all 
the men of Judah that are in the land 
of Egypt shall be oonsumod by the 
sword and by the famine, until there 
be an end of thorn. 

28 Yot a small number that escape 
tho sword shall return out of the land 
of Egypt into the land of Judah ; and 
all the remnant of Judah, that are 
gono into the land of Egypt to sojourn 
thore, shall know whose words shall 
stand, mine, or theirs. 

29 And this shall be a sign unto 
you, saith the Lord, that I will punish 
you in this placo, that yo may know 
that my words shall surely stand 
against you for evil; 

30 Thus saith tho Lord; Behold, I 
will give Pharaoh-hophra king of 
Egypt into tho hand of his enomios, 
and into tho hand of thorn that seek 
his life; ns I gave Zodekiah king of 
Judah into the hand of Nebnohad- 
rezzar king of Babylon, his enemy, 
and that sought hiB life. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

Baruch dismaytd. 

IIE word that Joreraiah the proph¬ 
ot spake unto Baruoh the son of 
Noriah, when he had written these 
words in a hook at tho mouth of Jere¬ 
miah, in the fourth year of Jehoiakim 
the son of Josiah king of Judah, 
saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord, tho God of 
Israel, onto thee, 0 Baruch ; 
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3 Thou didst say. Woe is me now 1 
for the Lord hath added grief to iny 
sorrow; I fainted in my sighing, and 
T find no rest. 

4 Thus ehalt thou say unto him, 
The Lord saith thus; Behold, that 
which I have built will I break down, 
and that whioh I have planted I will 
pluck up, even this whole land. 

5 And seekeet thou great things for 
thyself? seek them not; for, behold, 
I will bring evil upon ail flesh, saith 
the Lord ; but thy life will I give unto 
thee for a prey in all the places 
whither thou goest. 

CHAPTER XLVI. 

Jeremiah prophecieXh the overthrow of Pha¬ 
raoh’s army, and the conquest of Egypt — 
He comfortelh Jacob. 

HE word of the Lord which came 
to Jeremiah the prophet against 
the Gentiles; 

2 Against Egypt, against the army 
of Pharaoh-nccno king of Egypt, 
which was by the river Euphrates in 
Cnrehemish, which Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon smote in the fourth 
year of Jehoiakim the eon of Joeiah 
king of Judah. 

3 Ordor yo the buckler and shield, 
and draw near to battle. 

4 Harness the horses; and get up, 
yo horsemen, and stand forth with 
jour helmets ; furbish the spears, and 
put on tho brigandines. 

5 Wherefore have I seen them dis¬ 
mayed and turned away back ? and 
their mighty ones are beaten down, 
and are fled apace, and look not back ; 
for fear was round about, saith the 
Lord. 

fi Let not the swift flee away, nor 
the mighty man escape ; they shall 
stumblo, and fall toward the north 
by tho river Euphrates. 

7 Who is this that oometh up as a 
flood, whose waters are moved as the 
rivers ? 

8 Egypt riseth up like a flood, and 
his waters aro moved like the rivers; 
and ho saith, I will go up, and will 
cover the earth; I will destroy the 
oity and the inhabitants thereof. 

9 Come up, ye horses; and rage, ye 
chariots; and let the mighty mon 
come forth; tho Ethiopians and the 
Libyans, that handle tho shield ; and 
the LydiAns, that handle and bond 
the bow. 


10 For this is tho day of the Lord 
God of hosts, a day of vengeance, 
that he may avenge him of his ad¬ 
versaries ; and the sword shall de¬ 
vour, and it shall bo satiatoand made 
drunk with their blood; for the Lord 
God of hosts hath a sacrifice in the 
north oountry by the river Euphrates. 

11 Go up into Gilead, and take 
balm, 0 virgin, the daughter of 
Egypt? in vain sbalt thou use many 
modioines; for thou ahalt not be 
cured. 

12 The nations have heard of thy 
shame, and thy cry hath filled the 
land; for the mighty man hath 
stumbled against the mighty, and 
they are fallen both together. 

13 The word that the Lord spake to 
Jeremiah the prophet, how Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar king of Babylon should 
come and smite the land of Egypt. 

14 Declare ye in Egypt, and pub 
lish in Migdol, and publish in Noph 
and in Tahpanhes; say ye, Stand 
fast, and prepare thee; for the sword 
shall devour round about thee. 

15 Why are thy valiant men swept 
away ? they stood not, because the 
Lord did drive them. 

10 ne made many to fall, yea, one 
fell upon another; and they said, 
Arise, and let ns go again to our own 
people, and to the land of our na¬ 
tivity, from the oppressing sword. 

17 They did cry there. Pharaoh 
king of Egypt is but a noise; ho 
hath passed the time appointed. 

18 As I live, saith the King, whose 
name is the Lord of hosts, Surely as 
Tabor is among the mountains, and 
as Carmel by the sea, so shall he 
come. 

19 0 thou daughter dwelling in 
Egypt, furnish thyself to go into 
captivity ; for Noph shall bo waste 
and desolato without an inhabitant. 

20 Egypt is like a very fair heifer, 
but destruction cometb ; it oometh 
out of the north. 

21 Also her hired men are in the 
midst of her like fatted bullooks; for 
thoy also are turned baok, and are 
fled away together; they did not 
stand, beoauBo the day of their cala¬ 
mity was oome upon them, and the 
time of their visitation. 

22 The voioe thereof shall go like 
a serpent; for they shall march with

ao army, :uid coinc against her with 
axes, as hewers of wood. 

23 They shall out down her forest, 
saith tho Lord, though it cannot be 
searched ; hecauso Ihoy aro more than 
the grasshoppers, and aro innumera¬ 
ble. 

21 Tho daughter of Egypt shall bo 
confounded; shoshall bodclivored into 
the hand of the people of the north. 

25 The Lord of ho6te, the God of 
Israel, saith; Dchold, I will punish 
the multitude of No, and Pharaoh, 
and Egypt, with their gods, and their 
kings; even Pharaoh, and all them 
that trust in him ; 

26 And will doliver them into the 
hand of those that seek their lives, 
and into the hand of Nebuobadrczzar 
king of Babylon, and into the hand 
of his servants; and afterward it 
shall be inhabited, as in tho days of 
old, saith the Lord. 

27 But fear not thou, 0 my servant 
Jaoob, and be not dismayed, 0 Israel; 
for, behold, I will Bavo thee from afar 
off, and thy seed from the land of 
their oaptivity ; and Jacob shall ro- 
turn, and be in rest and at ease, and 
none shall make him afraid. 

26 Fear thou not, 0 Jaoob my ser¬ 
vant, saith the Lord; for I am with 
thee ; for I will make a full end of all 
tho nations whither I have driven 
thee; but I will not make a full end 
of thee, but oorreot tbco in measure; 
yot will I not leave thee wholly un¬ 
punished. 

CIIAPTKR XLVI1. 

The destruction qf the Philistine*. 
rnilE word of the Lord that caiuo 
A to Jorcmiah the prophet against 
the Philistines, hoforo that Pharaoh 
smote Gaza. 

2 Thus Bailh the Lord; Bohold, 
waters rise up out of the north, and 
shall be an overflowing flood, and 
■hill overflow the land, and all that 
Is therein; the oity, and thorn that 
dwell therein; then the men shall 
ory, and all the inhabitants of tho 
land shall howl. 

3 At the noiso of tho stamping of 
tho hoofs of his strong horses, at tho 
rushing of his chariots, and at the 
rumbling of Mb wheels, the fathors 
ihall not look back to their ohildron 
for roeblonoas of bands; 

4 necauso of the day that oometh 


to spoil all tho Philistine?, and to 
cut off from Tyrus and Zidon every 
helper that remaineth ; for the Lord 
will spoil tho Philistines, the rem¬ 
nant of tho oountry of Caphtor. 

5 Baldness is come upon Gaza; 
Ashkolon is out off with tne remnant 
of their valley ; how long wilt thou 
out thyself? 

6 0 thou sword of tho Lord, how 
long will it be ero thou be quiet? pul 
up thyself into thy scabbard, rest, 
and bo 6till. 

7 How can it be quiet, seeing the 
Lord hath given it a charge against 
Aahkclon, and agAinst tho sea shore? 
there hath ho appointed it. 

CHAPTER XLVIII. 

The judgment of Moab — The reiteration of 
Aloab. 

GAINST Moab thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Is¬ 
rael ; Woo unto Nebo! for it is spoiled; 
Kiriathnim is confounded and taken ; 
MisgAb is confounded and dismayed. 

2 There shall bo no more praise of 
Moab; in Ileahbon they have de¬ 
vised evil against it; como, and let 
us cut it off from being a nation. 
Also thou shalt be cut down, 0 Mad¬ 
men ; the sword shall pursue thee. 

3 A voice of crying shall be from 
lloronaim, spoiling and great de¬ 
struction. 

4 Moab is destroyed ; hor little ones 
have caused a ory to be heard. 

5 For in the going up of Lahith 
continual weeping shall go up ; for 
in tho going down of lloronaim the 
enemies havo heard a ery of destruc¬ 
tion. 

6 Floe, save your lives, and be like 
the heath in tho wilderness. 

p or because thou hast trusted 
in thy works and in thy treasures, 
thou sha<t also be taken; and Che- 
inosh shall go r »»rth into captivity 
with his priests and his prinocs to¬ 
gether. 

9 And the spoiler shall come upon 
every city, and no oity shall esoape; 
the valley also shall perish, and tho 
lain shall bo destroyod, as the Lord 
ath spoken. 

9 Give wings unto Moab, that it 
may flee and got away; for the oilios 
thereof shall be dosolato, without any 
to dwell thorein. 

10 Cursed he he that doetb the 
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wort of tho Lord dcoeitfully, and 
ourscd be he that keepeth back his 
sword from blood. 

11 Moab hath been at ease from 
his youth, and he hath settled on 
his Ices, and hath not hcen emptied 
from vessel to vessel, neither hath 
ho gone into oaptivity ; thereforo his 
tasto remained in him, and his scent 
is not changed. 

12 Therefore, behold, tho days come, 
saith the Lord, that I will send unto 
him wanderers, that shall cause him 
to wander, and 6hall empty his ves¬ 
sels, and break their bottles. 

13 And Moab shall be ashamed 
of Chemosh, as the house of Israel 
was ashamed of Beth-el their oonfi- 
dence. 

14 How say ye, We are mighty and 
Btrong men for the war ? 

15 Moab is spoiled, and gone up 
out of her cities, and his chosen 
young men are gone down to the 
slaughter, saith the King, whose 
name is The Lord of host9. 

16 The calamity of Moab is near 
to come, and his affliction hasteth 
fast. 

17 All ye that are about him, be¬ 
moan him; and all ye that know his 
name, say, How is the strong staff 
broken, and the beautiful rod ! 

18 Thou daughter that dost inhabit 
Dibon, come down from thy glory, 
and sit in thirst; for the spoiler of 
Moab shall come upon thee, and he 
shall dostroy thy strong holds. 

19 0 inhabitant of Aroer, stand by 
the way, and espy; ask him that 
fleeth, and her that esoapeth, and 
say, What is done ? 

20 Moab is oonfounded; for it is 
broken down ; howl and cry ; tell ye 
it in Arnon, that Moab is spoiled, 

21 And judgment is come upon 
tho plain oountry ; upon Holon, and 
upon Jahazah, and upon Mcphaath, 

22 And npon Dibon, and upon 
Nebo, and upon Beth-diblathaim, 

23 And upon Kiriathaim, and upon 
Beth-gamul, and upon Beth-meon, 

24 And upon Kerioth, and upon 
Bozrah, and upon all tho citios of 
tho land of Moab, far or near. 

25 The horn of Moab is cut off, 
and his arm is brokon, saith the Lord. 

26 Mako ye him drunken; for ho 
magnified himself against the Lord; 


Moab also shall wallow in his vomit, 
and ho also shall be in derision. 

27 For was not Israel a derision 
unto thee ? was he found among 
thieveB? for sinco thou spakest of 
him, thou skippedst for joy. 

28 0 ye that dwell in Moah, leave 
the cities, and dwell in the rock, and 
be like the dove that maketh her neat 
in the sides of the hole’s mouth. 

29 We have heard the pride of 
Moab, (he is exceeding proud,) hia 
loftiness and his arrogancy, and hia 

ride, and the haughtiness of hia 

cart. 

30 I know his wrath, saith the 
Lord; but it shall not be so; his Ilea 
shall not so effect it. 

31 Therefore will I howl for Moab, 
and I will cry out for all Moab; mine 
heart shall mourn for the men of 
Kir-heres. 

32 0 vine of Sibmah, I will weep 
for thee with the weeping of Jazer; 
thy plants are gone over the sea, 
they reach even to the sea of Jazer; 
the spoiler is fallen upon thy sum¬ 
mer fruits and upon thy vintage. 

33 And joy and gladness is taken 
from the plentiful field, and from the 
land of Moab; and I have caused 
wine to fail from the winepresses; 
none shall tread with shonting; their 
shouting shall be no shouting. 

34 From the ory of Heshbon even 
unto Elealoh, and even unto Jahai, 
have they uttered their voice, from 
Zoar even unto Iloron&im, as a heifer 
of three years old; for the waters 
also of Nimrim shall he desolate. 

35 Moreover I will cause to oease 
in Moab, saith the Lord, him that 
offereth in the high places, and him 
that burnelh incense to his gods. 

36 Therefore miuo heart shall sound 
for Moab like pipes, and mine heart 
shall sound like pipes for the men 
of Kir-heres ; because the riohes that 
he hath gotten aro perished. 

37 For every head shall be bald, 
and every beard clipped; npon all 
the bands shall bo outting9, and upon 
the loins saokoloth. 

38 There shall be lamentation gene¬ 
rally upon all the housetops of 
Moab, and in tho streets thereof; 
for I have broken Moab tike a ves¬ 
sel wherein is no pleasure, saith the 
Lord. 
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39 They shall howl, Baying, IIow 
is it broken down! how hath Moab 
turned the back with Bbamc; bo 
ehall Moab bo a derision and a dis¬ 
maying to all them about him. 

40 For thus saith the Lord; Be¬ 
hold, he Bhall fly aB an eagle, and 
ehall spread hie wings over Moab. 

41 Kerioth is taken, and the strong 
holds are surprised, and the mighty 
men’s hearts in Moab at that day 
shall be as the heart of a woman in 
her pangs. 

42 And Moab shall be destroyed 
from being a people, because ho 
bath magnified himself against the 
Lord. 

43 Fear, and the pit, and the snare, 
shall bo upon thee, 0 inhabitant of 
Moab, saitn the Lord. 

44 He that death from the foar shall 
fall into tbe pit; and he that getteth 
up out of the pit shall be taken in 
the snare; for I will bring upon it, 
evon upon Moab, the year of their 
visitation, aaith tbe Lord. 

45 They that fled stood under tho 
shadow of Heshbon because of the 
force; but a fire shall oome forth out 
of Heshbon, and a flame from tho 
midst of Sihon, and shall devour the 
corner of Moab, and the crown of 
tbe bond of the tumultuous ones. 

48 Woo be unto thee, 0 Moab! the 
people of Chemosh periahoth; for 
thy sons are taken oaptives, and thy 
daughters captives. 

47 Yet will I bring again the cap¬ 
tivity of Moab id the latter days, saith 
the Lord. Thus far is tho judgment 
of Moab. 


CHAPTER XLIX. 

The judgment of the Ammonites—Their 
restoration—The judgment of Edom , of 
Damascus, qf Kedar, of Jfazor , and of 
Elam—The restoration of Elam. 

C ONCERNING the Ammonites, 
thus saith the Lord; Hath Israel 
no sonB? hath he no heir? why then 
doth thoir king inherit Gad, and his 
people dwell in his cities? 

2 Therefore, bohold, tho days oome, 
saith tho Lord, that I will cause an 
alarm of war to be beard in Rabbah 


of the Ammonites; and it shall bo 
a dosolato heap, and her daughters 
shall be burnod with fire; then shall 
Israel be heir unto them that woro 
bis heirs, saith tbo Lord. 

3 flowl, 0 Hesbbon, for Ai in spoilod; 


cry, ye daughters of Rabbah, gird 
you with sackaloth; lament, and run 
to and fro by the hedges ; for thcii 
king shall go into captivity, and his 
priests and his princes together. 

4 Wherefore glorioet thou in the 
valleys, thy flowing valley, 0 back¬ 
sliding daughter? that trusted in her 
treasures, saying, Who shall come 
unto me? 

5 Behold, I will briDg a fear upon 
thco, saith the Lord God of hosts, 
from all those that be about thee; 
and ye shall be drivon out every man 
right forth; and none shall gather up 
him that wanderoth. 

6 And afterward I will bring again 
tho oaptivity of tho children of Am¬ 
mon, saith tho Lord. 

7 Conoerning Edom, thus saith the 
Lord of hosts ; Is wisdom no more in 
Teman ? is counsel perished from the 
prudent? is their wisdom vanished? 

8 Fleo yo, turn back, dwell deep, 0 
inhabitants of Dcdan ; for I will bring 
the oalamity of Esau upon him, tho 
time that I will visit him. 

9 If grapo-gatherers come to thee, 
would they not loave some gleaning 
grapes ? if thieves by night, they will 
destroy till they have enough. 

10 But I have made Esau bare, I 
have unoovered hisseorot places, and 
be shall not be able to hirlo himself; 
his seed is apoilod, and his brethren, 
and his neighbours, and he is not. 

11 Leave thy fatherless children, I 
will proserve them alive; and let thy 
widows trust in me. 

12 For thus saith the Lord; Be¬ 
hold, they whose judgmont was not 
to drink of the oup have assuredly 
drunken; and art thou he that shall 
altogether go unpunishod ? thou shalt 
not go unpunished, but thou shalt 
surely drina of it. 

13 For I have sworn by myself, 
saith tho Lord, that Bozrah shall be- 
oomo a desolation, a roproaoh, a 
waste, and a ourae; and all the oitios 
thereof shall be perpetual wastes. 

14 I havo heard a rumour from the 
Lord, and an ambassador is sent unto 
tbo heathen, saying, Gather ye to¬ 
gether, and oome against her, and 
rise up to the battle. 

15 Fur, lo, I will make thee small 
among the hcaLhon, and despised 
among men. 
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10 Thy terriblcness hath deceived 
thee, and the pride of thine heart, 0 
thou that dwellest in the clefts of tho 
rock, that holdest tho height of tho 
hill ; though thou shouldest make 
thy rest as high as the eagle, I will 
bring thee down from thence, eaith 
the Lord. 

17 Also Edom shall be a desolation ; 
every one that goeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss at all tho 
plagues thereof. 

18 As id the overthrow of Sodom 
and Gomorrah and the neighbour 
cities thereof, eaith tho Lord, no man 
shall abide there, neither shall a eon 
of man dwell in it. 

19 Debold, he shall come up like 
a lion from the swelling of Jordan 
against the habitation of the strong ; 
but I will suddenly make him run 
away from her; and who is a chosen 
man, that I may appoint over her? 
for who is like me? and who will ap¬ 
point me the time? and who is that 
shepherd that will stand before me? 

20 Therefore hear the counsel of tho 
Lord, that ho hath taken against 
Edom; and his purposes, that ho 
hath purposed against the inhabit¬ 
ants of Tcman ; Surely the least of 
the Sock shall draw them out; surely 
ho shall make their habitations deso¬ 
late with them. 

21 The earth is moved at the noise 
of their fall; at the cry tho noise 
thereof was heard in the Red sea. 

22 Behold, he shall come up and fly 
as the eagle, and 9prcad his wings over 
Bozrab; and at that day shall the heart 
of the mighty men of Edom be as the 
heart of a woman in her pangs. 

23 Concerning Damascus. Hamath 
is oonfounded, and Arpad ; for they 
have heard evil tidings; they are 
faint-hearted; there is sorrow on tho 
sea; it oannot bo quiot. 

24 Damascus is waxed feeble, and 
turneih borself to flee, and fear bath 
seized on her; anguish and sorrows 
have taken her, as a woman in 
travail. 

25 How is the oity of pmise not 
left, the oity of my joy! 

26 Therefore her young men shall 
fall in her streets, and all the men of 
war shall bo out off in that day, saitb 
tho Lord of hosts. 

27 And I will kindle a Gre in the 


wall of Damascus, and it shall con¬ 
sume the palaces of Ben-badad. 

28 Concerning Kedar, and concern 
ing the kingdoms of Ilazor, which 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Bahylon 
shall smite, thus saith the Lord; 
Arise ye, go up to Kedar, and spoil 
the men of the east. 

29 Their tents and their flocks shall 
they take away; they shall take to 
themselves their curtains, and all their 
vessels, and their camels; and they 
shall cry unto them, Fear is ob every 
side. 

30 Flee, get you far off, dwell deep, 
0 ye inhabitants of Hazor, saith the 
Lord; for Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon hath taken counsel against 
you, and hath conceived a purpose 
against you. 

31 Arise, get you up unto the 
wealthy nation, that dwelleth without 
care, saith the Lord, which have nei¬ 
ther gates nor bars, which dwell alono. 

32 And their camels shall be a 
booty, and the multitude of their 
cattle a spoil; and I will scatter into 
all winds them that are in the utmost 
corners; and I will bring their ca¬ 
lamity from all sides thereof, saith the 
Lord. 

33 And Hazor shall be a dwelling 
for dragons, ana . isolation for 
ever; there shall no man aJlie there, 
nor any son of man dwell in it. 

34 The word of the Lord that came 
to Jeremiah the prophet ngainst Elam 
in the beginning of the reign of Zede- 
kiah king of Judah, saying, 

35 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Behold, I will break the bow of Elam, 
the ohief of their might. 

36 And upon Elam will I bring the 
four winds from the four quarters of 
heaven, and will scatter them toward 
all those winds; and there shall be 
no nation whither the outcast? of 
Elam shall Dot come. 

37 For I will cause Elam to be dis¬ 
mayed before their enemies, and be¬ 
fore them that 6eek their life; and 
I will bring evil upon them, even my 
fioroe anger, saith the Lord; end I 
will send the sword aftor them, till I 
have consumed them ; 

38 And I will set my throne in 
Elam, and will destroy from thence 
the king and the prinoes, saith the 
Lord. 
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39 But it shall cuinc lo pass in Iho 
latter days, that I will bring again 
the captivity of Elam, saith the Lord. 
CHAPTER L. 

TJtt Judy i netti of IJabylon^—Itedetnptum of 
Israel. 

HE word that the Lord spake 
against Babylon and against the 
land of the Cbaldoans by Jeremiah 
the prophet. 

2 f)cclaro ye among the nations, 
and publish, and Bet up a standard; 

f mtlisb, and conceal not; say, Baby- 
on is takon, Bel is confounded, Me- 
rodaeh is broken in pieces; her idols 
are confounded, her images are broken 
in pieces. 

3 For out of the north thero comcth 
up a nation against her, which shall 
make her land desolate, and none 
Bhall dwell therein; they shall re¬ 
move, they shall depart, both man 
and beast. 

4 In those days, and in that time, 
suilh the Lord, the children of Israol 
shall come, they and the children of 
Judah togethor, going and weeping; 
thoy shall go, and seek the Lord their 
God. 

5 They Bhall ask the way to Zion 
with their faces thitherward, saying, 
Come, and let ns join ourselves to 
the Lord In a perpetual oovenant 
that shall not he forgotten. 

0 My people have boon lost sheep ; 
their sbopnerds have caused them 
lo go astray, they have turned them 
away on the mountains; thoy have 
gone from mountain to hill, they have 
forgolton tboir resting-place. 

7 All that found Ihcm nave devoured 
them; and their adversaries said, We 
offend not, beoause they have sinned 
against the Lord, the habitation of 
justice, even the Lord, the hope of 
tboir fathers. 

8 Remove out of the midst of Baby- 
lou, and go forth out of the land of 
Iho Chaldeans, and bo as tho he goats 
before the flocks. 

9 For, lo, I will raise and oause to 
oorno up against Babylon an assem¬ 
bly of great nations from the north 
country; and thoy shall Bet themsclvos 
in array against hor; from thonoo 
she shall bo Lakon; their arrows shall 
bo as of a mighty expert man; nono 
shall return in vain. 

10 And Chaldea shall bo n spoil; all 


that spoil her shall be satisfied, saith 
the Lord. 

11 Becauso ye were glad, because 
yo rejoiced, 0 ye destroyers of mine 
heritage, because ye are grown fat as 
the heifer at grass, and bellow as 
bulls; 

12 Your mother shall bo sore con¬ 
founded; she that bare you shall he 
ashamed; behold, the hindermoat of 
the nations shall be a wilderness, a 
dry land, and a desert. 

13 Because of the wrath of the Lord 
it shall not be inhabited, but it shall 
be wholly desolate; every one that 
gocth by Babylon shall be astonished, 
and hiss at all her plagues. 

14 Put yourselves in array against 
Babylon round about; all ye that 
heud the bow, shoot at her, spare no 
arrows; for Bhe bath sinned against 
tbo Lord. 

15 Shout against her round about; 
she hath given her hand; her foun¬ 
dations are fallen, her walls are thrown 
down; for it is the vengeanco of the 
I^ord; take vengeance upon her; as 
she hath done, do unto her. 

16 Cut off the sower from Babylon, 
and him that handlelh the sicklo in 
the limo of harvost; for fear of the 
oppressing sword they shall turn 
every ono lo his people, and they 
shall flee every ono to his own land. 

17 Israel is a scattered sheep; the 
lions have driven him away; first the 
king of Assyria hath devoured him; 
and last this Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon hath broken his bones. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 
I will punish the king of Babylon 
and his land, as I have punished the 
king of Assyria. 

19 And I will bring Israel again to 
his habitation, and he shall feed on 
Carmel and Bashan, and bis soul shall 
be satisfied upon mount Ephraim and 
Gilead. 

20 In those days, and in that time, 
9 aith tho Lord, the iniquity of Israel 
shall bo sought for, and there shall be 
none; And tho sins of Judah, and 
they shall not be found; for I will 
pardon them whom I reserve. 

21 Go up against the land of Me- 
rathaim, even against it, and against 
tho inhabitants of Pokod ; waste and 
utterly destroy after them, saith the 
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Lord, and do according to all that I 
have commanded thee. 

22 A sound of battle ia in the land, 
and of great destruction. 

23 How ia tho hammer of the whole 
earth out asunder and broken! how ia 
Babylon become a desolation among 
the notions! 

24 I have laid a snare for thee, and 
thou art also taken, 0 Babylon, and 
thou wast not aware; thou art found, 
and also caught, because thou hast 
striven against the Lord. 

25 The Lord hath opened hU ar¬ 
moury, and hath brought forth the 
weapons of his indignation; for this 
is the work of the Lord God of hosts 
in the land of tho Chaldeans. 

26 Come against hor from the ut¬ 
most border, open her storehouses; 
cast her up as heaps, and destroy her 
utterly; let nothing of her be left. 

27 Slay all her bullocks; let them 
go down to the slaughter; woe nnto 
them! for their day is come, the time 
of their visitation, 

2S The voice of them that flee and 
cscapo out of the land of Babylon, to 
dcclaro in Zion the vengeance of the 
Lord our God, the vengeance of his 
temple. 

29 Call together the archers against 
Babylon; all ye that bend the bow, 
camp againBt it round about; let none 
thereof escape; recompense her ac¬ 
cording to her work; according to all 
that she hath done, do unto her; for 
she hath been proud against the Lord, 
agaiQSt the Holy One of Israol. 

30 Therefore shall her young men 
fall in the streets, and all her men 
of war shall be out off in that day, 
saith tbo Lord. 

31 Behold, I am against thee, 0 thou 
most proud, saith the Lord God of 
hosts; for thy day is oome, the time 
that I will visit thee. 

32 And the most proud shall stam- 
blo and fall, and nono shall raise him 
up; and I will kindle a fire in his 
cities, and it shall devour all round 
about him. 

33 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The children of Israel and the ohil- 
dren of Jndah were oppressed toge¬ 
ther; and all that took them oaptives 
held them fast; they refused to let 
them go. 

34 Their Redeemer is strong; The 


Lord of hosts is his name; he shall 
thoroughly plead their cause, that he 
may give rest to the land, and dis¬ 
quiet the inhabitants of Babylon. 

35 A sword is upon the Chaldeans, 
saith the Lord, and upon the inhabit¬ 
ants of Babylon, and upon her princes, 
and upon her wise men. 

36 A sword is upon the liars; and 
they shall dote; a sword is npon her 
mighty men; and they shall be dis¬ 
mayed. 

37 A sword is npon their horses, 
and upon their chariots, and upon all 
the mingled people that are in the 
midst of her; and they shall become 
as women; a sword is upen her trea¬ 
sures; and they shall be robbed. 

3S A drought is upon her waters, 
and they shall bo dried up; for it is 
the land of graven images, and the; 
are mad npon their idols. 

39 Therefore the wild beasts of the 
desert with the wild beasts of tho 
islands shall dwell there, and the 
owls shall dwell therein; and it shall 
be'no more inhabited for ever; neither 
shall it be dwolt in from generation 
to generation. 

40 As God overthrow Sodom and 
Gomorrah and the neighbour cities 
thereof, saith the Lord; so Bhall no 
man abide there, neither Bhall any 
son of man dwell therein. 

41 Behold, a people shall come from 
the north, ana a great nation, and 
many kings shall be raised np from 
the ooaste of the earth. 

42 They shall hold the bow and the 
lAnce; they are ornel, and will not 
show mercy; their voice shall roar 
like the sea, and they shall ride upon 
horses, every one put in array, like a 
man to the battle, against thee, 0 
daughter of Babylon. 

43 The king of Babylon hath heard 
the report of them, and his hands 
waxed feeble; anguish took hold of 
him, and pangs as of a woman in 
travail. 

44 Behold, he shall oome np like 
a lion from the swelling of Jordan 
unto the habitation of the strong; 
but I will make thorn suddenly run 
away from her; and who is a choeon 
man, that I may appoint over her? 
for who is like me? and who will 
appoint mo tho time? and who is that 
shepherd that will stand before me? 
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45 Therefore hear ye the counsel of 
the Lord, thnt ho hath taken against 
Babylou ; and his purposes, that he 
hath purposed against the lnndof the 
Chaldeans; »Surely tho least of the 
flock shall draw them out; surely he 
shall make their habitation desolate 
with them. 

40 At tho noise of tho taking of 
Babylon tho earth is moved, and tho 
ory is heard among the nations. 
CHAPTER LI. 

The bonk of prophecy cant into Euphrates . 
rriJIUB saith the Lord; Behold, I 

1 will raise up against Babylon, 
and against them that dwell in the 
midst of them that rise up against 
mo, a destroying wind; 

2 And will send unto Babylon fan¬ 
ners, that shall fan her, and shall 
empty her land; for in the day of 
trouble they shall bo against her 
round about. 

3 Against him that bendoth lot tho 
archer bend his bow, and against him 
that liftoth himself up in his brigan- 
dine; and spare ye not heryoung men; 
destroy ye utterly all her host. 

4 Thus tho slain shall fall in tho 
land of the Chaldeans, and they that 
aro thrust through in her streets. 

6 For Israel bnth not been forsaken, 
nor Judah of his God, of tho Lord 
of hosts ; though their land was filled 
with Bin against tho Itoly One of 
Israol. 

0 Flee out of the midst of Babylon, 
and deliver every man his soul ; be 
not out off in hor iniquity ; for this is 
the tiino of the Lord’s vengeance; ho 
will render UDto her a recompense. 

7 Babylon hath been a golden oup 
in the Lord’s band, that made all the 
earth drunken; the nations have 
drunkon of her wine; therefore the 
nations are mad. 

8 Babylon is suddenly fallen and de¬ 
stroyed ; howl for her; take balm for 
her pain, if so be she may be healed. 

9 We would have healed Babylon, 
but she is not healed; forsake her and 
let us go every one into hie owd 
oountry ; for her judgment reacheth 
ante heaven, and is lifted op even to 
the skies. 

10 The Lord balb brought forth our 
righteousness ; oome, and let ub de¬ 
clare in Zion the work of tho Lord 
cur God. 


11 Make bright the arrows; gather 
the shields ; tho Lord hath raised up 
tho spirit of Lho kings of Iho Modes; 
for his device if? againsl Babylon, to 
destroy il ; because it is tho ven¬ 
geance of the Lord, the vengeance of 
his temple. 

12 Set up the standard npon the 
walls of Babylon, make the watch 
strong, set up the watchmen, prepare 
the arobusbes; for the Lord hath 
both devised and done that which 
he spako against the inhabitants of 
Babylon. 

13 0 thou that dwellcst upon many 
waters, abundant in treasures, thine 
end is come, and tho measure of thy 
covetousness. 

14 Tho Lord of hosts hath 9worn by 
himself, Baying, Surely I will fill thee 
with mon as with caterpillars; and 
they shall lift up a shout against thee. 

15 He hath made the earth by his 

ower, he hath established tho world 

y his wisdom, and hath stretched 

out the heaven by his understanding. 

1G When he uttercth his voice, tboro 
is a multitude of waters in the 
heavens ; and he causeth tho vapours 
to ascend from the ends of the earth ; 
ho makoth lightnings with rain, and 
bringeth forth the wind out of his 
troasuros. 

17 Every man is brutish by his 
knowledge; every founder is con¬ 
founded by tho graven imago; for his 
molten image is falsehood, and there 
is no breath in thorn. 

18 They are vanity, the work of 
errors ; in the time of their visitation 
they shall perish. 

19 The portion of Jacob is not like 
them; for he is the former of all 
things; aDd Israel is tho rod of his 
inheritance; The Lord of hosts is his 
name. 

20 Thou art my battle aze and 
weapons of war; for with thoe will I 
break in pieces the nations, and with 
thee will I destroy kingdoms ; 

21 And with thee will I break in 
pieoes the horse and his rider; and 
with thee will I broak in pieoes the 
chariot and his rider; 

22 With thee also will I break in 
pieces man and woman; and with 
thoe will I break in pieoes old and 
young ; and with thee will I break in 
pieces the young man and the maid ; 
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23 I will also break in pieces with 
theo the shepherd and his flock ; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 
husbandman and his yoke of oxen ; 
and with thee will I break in pieces 
captains and rulers. 

24 And I will render unto Babylon 
and to all the inhabitants of Chaldea 
all their evil that they have done in 
Zion in your Bight, saith the Lord. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, 0 de¬ 
stroying mountain, saith the Lord, 
which destroyest all Iho earth; and 
[ will Btretch out mine hand upon 
Jiee, and roll thee down from the 
rocks, and will mako thee a burnt 
mountain. 

26 And they shall not take of thee 
a stone for a eoruor, nor a stone for 
foundations; but thou shalt be deso¬ 
late for ever, saith the Lord. 

27 Set yo up a standard in the 
land, blow the trumpet among the 
nations, prepare the nations against 
her, call together against her the 
kingdoms of Ararat, Minni, and Ash- 
chenaz; appoint a captain against 
her; cause the horses to come up as 
the rough caterpillars. 

28 Prepare against her the nations 
with Lho kings of the Medcs, the 
captains Lhcreof, and all the rulers 
thereof, and all tho land of his do¬ 
minion. 

29 And the land shall tremble and 
sorrow; for every purpose of tho 
Lord shall be performed against Baby¬ 
lon, to make the land of Bnbylon, a 
desolation without an inhabitant. 

30 The mighty men of Babylon 
have forborne to fight, they have re¬ 
mained in their holds; their might 
hath failed; they became as women; 
they have burned her dwelling- 
places ; her bars are broken. 

31 One post shall run to meet an¬ 
other, ana one messenger to meet 
another, to show tho king of Babylon 
that his city is takon at one end, 

32 And that the passages are stop¬ 
ped, and tho reeds they have burned 
with fire, and the men of war are 
affrighted. 

33 For thus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the Qod of Israel; The daughter of 
Bahylon is like a threshing-floor, it is 
time to throsh her; yet a little while, 
and the time of her harvest shall 
come. 


34 Nebuchadrezzar the king of 
Babylon hath devoured me, he hath 
crushed me, he hath made me an 
empty vessel, he hath swallowed me 
up like a dragon, he hath filled hia 
belly with my dclicates, he hath cast 
me out. 

35 Tho violence done to me and to 
my flesh he upon Babylon, Bhall the 
inhabitant of Zion say ; and my blood 
upon the inhabitants of ChaldeB, 
shall Jerusalem say. 

36 Therefore thus saith the Lord; 
Behold, I will plead thy cause, and 
take vengeance for thee ; and I will 
dry up her sea, and make her springs 
dry. 

37 And Babylon shall become heaps, 
a dwelling-place for dragons, an as¬ 
tonishment, and a hissing, without 
an inhabitant. 

39 They shall roar together like 
lions ; they shall yell as lions' whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and I will make them drunken, 
that thoy may rejoice, and sleep a 
perpetual sleep, and not wake, saith 
the Lord. 

40 I will hring them down like 
lambs to the slaughter, like rams 
with ho goats. 

41 How is Shesbaoh taken! and how 
is the praise of the whole earth sur¬ 
prised ! how is Babylon become an 
astonishment among the nations! 

42 The sea is come up npon Baby¬ 
lon ; she is covered with the multi¬ 
tude of the waves thereof. 

43 Her cities are a desolation, a dry 
land, and a wilderness, a land where¬ 
in no man dwclloth, neither doth any 
son of man pass thereby. 

44 And I will punish Bel in Baby¬ 
lon, and I will bring forth out of his 
mouth that which he hath swallowed 
up ; and the nations shall not flow to¬ 
gether any more unto him; yea, the 
wall of Babylon shall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the 
midst of ner, and deliver ye every 
man his soul from the fierce anger of 
the Lord. 

46 And lest your heart faint, and 
ye fear for the rumour that shall be 
heard in tho land; a rumour shall 
both oomo one year, and after that in 
anothor yoar shall aome a rumour, and 
violence in tho land, ruler against 
ruler. 
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47 Therefore, behold, ihe dayB oomc, 
that I will do judgment upon the 
graven image? of Babylon ; and her 
whole land shall be confounded, and 
all her slain shall fall in the midst of 
her. 

48 Then the heaven and the earth, 
and all that is thorein, shall sing for 
Babylon; for the spoilers shall come 
unto her from the north, saith tho 
Lord. 

49 As Babylon hath caused the slain 
of Israel to fall, so at Babylon shall 
fall the Blnin of all the earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, 
go away, stand not still; remember 
the Lord afar off 1 , and lei Jerusalem 
come into your mind. 

51 Wo are confounded, because we 
bavo heard reproach; shame hath 
covered our faces ; for strangers are 
come into tho snnotuurics of tho 
Lord’s house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, tho days 
come, saith tho Lord, that I will do 
judgment upon her graven images; 
and Lhrough all her land the wound¬ 
ed shall groan. 

53 Though Babylon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, yet 
from mo shall spoilers come unto her, 
sailh the Lord. 

54 A sound of a cry comoth from 
Babylon, and great destruction from 
the land of the Chaldeans; 

55 Because tho Lord hath spoiled 
Babylon, and destroyed out of her tho 
great voioo; when her waves do roar 
liko great waters, a noise of their 
voioo is ultorod ; 

56 Because the spoiler is come upon 
her, even upon Babylon, and her 
mighty men are taken, overy one of 
their bows is broken; for the Lord 
God of recompenses shall surely ro- 
quite. 

57 And I will make drunk hor 
princes, and her wise men, her cap¬ 
tains, and her rulers, and her mighty 
uicn; and they shall sleep a perpetual 
sleep, and not wake, saith the King, 
whose name is The Lord of hostB. 

58 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The brond walls of Babylon shall be 
utterly broken, and her high gatos 
shall be burned with fire; and the poo- 

f do shall labour in vain, and the folk 
n the fire, and they shall be weary. 
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59 The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Scraiah the son 
of Neriah, the son of Maasciah, when 
he went with Zcdckiuh the ding of 
Judah into Babylon in the fourth 
year of his reign. And this Seraiah 
was a quiet prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all 
the evil that should come upon Baby¬ 
lon, evcD all these words that are 
written against Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 
When thou comcst to Babylon, and 
shalt see, and ehalt read all these 
words; 

62 Then shalt thou say, 0 Lord, 
thou hast spoken against this place, 
to cut it off, that none shall remain 
in it, neither man nor heast, hut that 
it shall be desolate for ever. 

63 And it shall he, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this book, 
that thou shalt bind a stone to it, and 
cast it into the midst of Euphrates ; 

64 And thou shalt say, Tnus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise from 
the evil that I will bring upon her; 
and they shall bo weary. Thus far 
are the words of Jeremiah. 

CHAPTER LII. 

Zedtkiah rebelUth—Jerusalem taken — Zede- 
kiah's eya pul out. 

EDEKIA1I was ono and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Ilnmutal the daughter of Jeremiah 
of Libnah. 

2 And he did that which was evil 
in the eyes of the Lord, aooording to 
all that Jchoiakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the 
Lord it came to pass in Jerusalem 
and Judah, till he had oast them oul 
from his presence, that Zedokiah re 
belled against the king of Babylon. 

4 And it oamo to pass in tho ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth month, 
in the tenth day of the month, that 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon 
oame, he and all his army, against 
Jerusalem, and pitohed against it, and 
built forts against it round about. 

5 So tho oity was besieged unto the 
oleventh year of king Zedokiah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in tho oity, so that there was 
no bread for tho people of the land 
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7 Then the city was broken up, and 
all tho men of war fled, and went 
forth out of tho city by night by the 
way of tho gate between the two 
walls, which was by the king’s gar¬ 
den; (now the Chaldeans were by the 
city round about;) and they went by 
the way of the plain. 

8 But the army of the Chaldeans 
ursued after the king, and overtook 
edekiah in the plains of Jericho: and 

all h is army was scattered from him. 

9 Then they took the king, and car¬ 
ried him up unto tho king of Baby¬ 
lon to Riblah in the land of Ilamath ; 
where he gave judgment upon him. 

10 And tho king of Babylon slew 
the sons of Zedekiah before his eyes ; 
he slew also all the princes of Judah 
in Riblah. 

11 Then he put out the eyes of Zede¬ 
kiah ; and the king of Babylon bound 
him in chains, and carried him to 
Babylon, and put him in prison till 
the day of his death. 

12 Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was 
tho nineteenth year of Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar king of Babylon, came Nebu- 
zar-adan, captain of the guard, which 
served the king of Babylon, into 
Jerusalem, 

13 And hurned the house of the 
Lord, and the king’s house; and all 
the houees of Jerusalem, and all tho 
houses of the great men, burned he 
with fire; 

14 And all the army of the Chal¬ 
deans, that were with the captain of 
the guard, brake down all the walls 
of Jerusalem round about. 

15 Then NebuzAr-adan the captain 
of the guard oarried away captive 
certain of the poor of the people, and 
the residue of the people that remain¬ 
ed in the city, aDd those that fell away, 
that fell to the king of Babylon, and 
the rest of the multitude. 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard left certain of the poor 
of the land for vine-dressers and for 
husbandmen. 

17 Also the pillars of brass that wero 
in the house of tho Lord, and tho 
bases, and the brazen sea that was in 
the house of the Lord, the Chaldeans 
brake, and carried all the brass of 
them to Babylon. 

18 The caldrons also, And the shov¬ 


els, and the snuffere, and the bowls, 
and the spoons, and all the vessels 
of brass wherewith they ruiniBtered, 
took they away. 

19 And the basins, nod the fire-pans, 
and tbc bowls, and the caldrons, and 
the candlesticks, aDd the spoons, and 
the cups ; that which was of gold in 
gold, and that which was of silver in 
silver, took the captain of the guard 
away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and 
twelve brazen bulls that were under 
the bases, which kiug Solomon had 
made in the house of the Lord : the 
brass of all these vessels was without 
weight. 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen 
cubits; and a fillet of twelve cubits 
did compass il; and the thickness 
thereof was fourfingers; it was hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of brass was upon 
it; and tho height of one chapiter was 
five cubits, with network and pome¬ 
granates upon the chapiters round 
about, all of brass. The second pillar 
also and tho pomegranates were like 
unto these. 

23 And thore were ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side; and all the 
pomegranates upon the network were 
a hundred round about. 

24 And the captain of the guard 
took Scraiah the chief priest, and 
Zcphaniah the second priest, and the 
three keepers of tho door ; 

25 lie took also out of the city a 
eunuch, which had the cbnrgo of the 
men of war; and seven men of them 
that were near the king’s person, 
which were found in the oity; and 
tho principal scribe of the host, who 
mustered tne people of tbo land ; and 
three-score men of the people of the 
land, that wero found in the midst of 
the oity. 

28 So Nebuzar-adan the oaptain of 
the guard took them, and bronghl 
them to the king of Babylon to Riblah. 

27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death in Rih- 
lah in the land of Hamath. Thus 
Judah was carried away captive out 
of bis own land. 

28 This is the people whom Neh- 
uchadrozzar oarried away oaptive; in 
the seventh year three thousand Jew* 
and throe and twenty: 
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29 In the eighteenth year of Nebu¬ 
chadrezzar ho carried away captive 
from Jerusalem eight hundred thirty 
and two persons; 

;;0 Id the threo and twentieth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar, Nebuzar-adan 
the captain of tho guard carried away 
ooplive of the Jews seven hundred 
forty and Gve persons; all the persons 
were four thousaud and six hun¬ 
dred. 

31 And it oamo to pass in the seven 
and thirtieth year of the captivity of 
Jehoiaohin king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, in tho five and twen¬ 
tieth day of the month, that Evil- 


morodnch king of Babylon, in the 
first year of his reign, lifted op the 
head of Jehoiachin king of Judah, 
and brought him forth out of prison, 

32 And spako kindly unto him, and 
set his throno above tho throne of tho 
kings that wore with him in Babylon. 

33 And changed his prison gar¬ 
ments; and he did continually eat 
bread before him all the days of his 
life. 

34 And for his diet, there was a 
continual diet given hitn of the king 
of Babylon, every day a porLion until 
the day of his death, all the days of 
his life. 


THE LAMENTATIONS OF JEREMIAH. 


CHAPTER I. 

Jerusalem* t (prief, her rim, her confessions. 
OW doth the oity sit solitary, 
that was full of people ! how is 
she become as a widow 1 sne that was 
gi cat among the nations, and princess 
among tho provinces, how is she 
become tributary ! 

2 She wcepeth sore in the night, 
and her tears are on her cheeks; 
among all her lovors she hath none 
to coinfort her; all hor friends have 
dealt treacherously with hor, they are 
bocome her enemies. 

3 Judah is gone~into captivity be¬ 
cause of affliction, and because of 
great servitude ; she dwelleth among 
l he heathen, she findeth no rost; all 
hor persecutors overtook her between 
the straits. 

4 Tho ways of Zion do mourn, be¬ 
cause none come to the solemn feasts; 
all her gates are desolate ; her priest9 
sigh, hor virgins are afflicted, and she 
ia in bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries are the obief, her 
enomies prosper; for the Lord hath 
afiliotod ner for the multitude of her 
transgressions; her children are gone 
Into oaplivity before tho enemy. 

6 Ana from tho daughter of Zion all 
her beauty is dopnrtod ; her princes 
are become liko harts that nnd no 
pasture, and they are gone without 
•trength before tho pursuer. 

7 Jerusalem remembered in tho 
days of hor affliotion and of her 
miseries all her pleasant things that 


she had in the days of old, when her 
people fell into the hand of the 
enemy, and none did help her; the 
adversaries saw her, and did mock at 
her sabbaths. 

8 Jerusalem hath grievously sinned; 
therefore she is removed; all that 
honoured her despise her, beoause 
they have seen her nakedness ; yea, 
she sigheth, and turneth back¬ 
ward. 

9 Her filthiness is in her skirts ; she 
remembereth not her last end; there¬ 
fore Bhe came down wonderfully; she 
had no comforter. 0 Lord, behold my 
affliction ; for the enemy hath magni¬ 
fied himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread oat 
his hand upon all her pleasant things; 
for she hath seen that the heathen 
ontered into her sanctuary, whom 
thou didst command that they should 
not enter into thy congregation. 

11 All her people sigh, they seek 
bread; they have given their pleasant 
things for meat to relieve the soul; 
soe, 0 Lord, and oonsider; for I am 
become vile. 

12 Is it nothing to you, all ye that 
pass by 7 behold, and see if there be 
Any sorrow like unto my sorrow, 
which is done unto me, wherewith 
the Lord hath afflioted me in the day 
of his fieroe anger. 

13 From ahove hath he sent fire 
into my bones, and it prevaileth 
against them ; he hath spread a net 
for my feet, he hath turned me book ; 
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be hath made me desolate and faint 
nil Iho day. 

14 The yoke of my transgressions 
is hound by bis band; they are 
wreathed, and come up upon my 
neck; he hath made my strength to 
fall, tbo Lord hath delivered me into 
their hands, from whom 1 am not 
able to rise up. 

15 The Lord hath trodden under 
foot all my mighty men in the midst 
of me; be hath called an assembly 
against me to crush my young men ; 
the Lord hath trodden the virgin, the 
daughter of Judah, as in a winepress. 

16 For these things I weep; mine 
eye, mine eye runneth down with 
water, because the comforter that 
should relieve my soul is far from 
me; my children are desolate, be¬ 
cause the enemy prevailed. 

17 Zion spreadeth forth her hands, 
and there is none to comfort her; the 
Lord hath commanded concerning 
■Jacob, that his adversaries should be 
nmnd about him ; Jerusalem is as a 
menstruous woman among them. 

18 The Lord is righteous; for I 
have rebelled against his command¬ 
ment; hear, I pray you, all people, and 
behold my sorrow; my virgins and my 
young men are gone into captivity. 

19 I called for my lovers, but they 
deceived me; my priests and mine 
elders gave up the ghost in the city, 

- while they sought their meat to re¬ 
lieve their souls. 

20 Behold, 0 Lord; for I am in 
distress; my bowels are troubled ; 
mine heart is turned within tne; for 
I have grievously rebelled; ahrnad 
the sword bereaveth, at home there iB 
as death. 

21 They have heard that I sigh; 
thore is none to comfort me; all mine 
enemies have heard of my trouhle; 
they are glad that thou bast done it; 
thou wilt hring the day that thou hast 
oalled, and they shall be liko unto me. 

22 Let all their wiokedness come 
before thoo; and do unto them, as 
thou bast done unto me for all my 
transgressions; for my sighs are 
many, and my Uoart is faint. 

CHAPTER II. 

Jeremiah lammleih the misery and AumtZio- 
tian of Jerusalem. 

OW hath the Lord covered the 
daughter of Zion with a oloud i 


in his anger, and cast down from 
heaven unto the earth the beauty of 
Israel, and remembered not his foot¬ 
stool in the day of his anger! 

2 The Lord hath swallowed up all 
the habitations of Jacob, and hatn not 
pitied; he bath thrown down in his 
wrath the strong holds of the daugh¬ 
ter of Judah ; he hath brought them 
down to the ground; he hath pol¬ 
luted the kingdom and the princes 
thereof. 

3 lie hath cut off in his fierce anger 
all the horn of Israel; he hath drawn 
back his right band from before the 
enemy, and he burned against Jacoh 
like a flaming fire, which devonreth 
round about. 

4 He bath bent his bow like an 
enemy; he stood with his right hanJ 
as An adversary, and slew all that 
were pleasant to the eye in the taber¬ 
nacle of the daughter of Zion; he 
poured out his fury like fire. 

5 The Lord was as an enemy ; he 
bath swallowed up Israel, he hath 
swallowed up all her palaces; he 
hath destroyed his strong holds, aDd 
hath increased in the daughter of 
Judah mourning and lamentation. 

6 And bo hath violently taken away 
his tabernacle, as if it were of a gar¬ 
den ; he bath destroyed bis places of 
the assembly ; the Lord hath caused 
the solemn feasts and sabbaths to be 
forgotten in Zion, and hath despised 
in the indignation of his anger the 
king and the priest. 

7 The Lord bath cast off his altar, 
he hath abhorred his sanctuary, ho 
hath given up into the hand of the 
enemy the walls of her palaces ; they 
have made a noise in the house of the 
Lord, as in the day of a solemn feast. 

6 The Lord hath purposed to de¬ 
stroy the wall of tne daughter of 
Zion; he hath stretched out a line, 
be hath not withdrawn bis hand from 
destroying ; therefore he made the 
rampart and the wall to lament; they 
languished toglher. 

9 Her gates are sunk into the 
ground; be hath destroyed and hro- 
ken her bars; her king and her 
princes are among the Gentilos; the 
law is no more; her prophets also 
find no vision from the Lord. 

10 The elders of the daughter of 
Zion sit upon the gronnd, and keep 
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silence ; they have cast up dust upon 
their heads; they huvo girded them¬ 
selves with sackcloth ; the virgins of 
Jerusalem hang down their hcadB to 
the ground. 

11 Mine eyes do fail with tears, 
my bowels are troubled, my liver is 
poured upon tho earth, for the de¬ 
struction of the daughter of my peo¬ 
ple ; because the ohildrcn and tho 
sucklings swoon in the streets of the 
city, 

12 They say to their mothers, Where 
Is corn and wine ? when they swooned 
&b tho wounded iu tho streets of the 
city, when their soul was poured out 
into their mothers' hosoin. 

13 What thing shall I take to wit¬ 
ness for thee; what thing shall I 
liken to thee, 0 daughter of Jerusa¬ 
lem ? what shall I equal to thee, that 
I may comfort thee, 0 virgin daugh¬ 
ter of Zion ? for thy breach is great 
like tho sea; who can heal thee; 

14 Thy prophets have Been vain 
and foolish things for thee; and they 
have not discovered thine iniquity, to 
turn away thy captivity; but have 
seen for Ibco fnlso burdens and causes 
of banishment. 

15 All that pass by clap their hands 
at thee; they hiss and wag their head 
at tho daughter of Jerusalem, saying, 
Is this the city that men cal] The 
perfection of hoauty, The joy of the 
wbolo earth ? 

10 All thine enemies have opened 
their mouth ngainst thee; they hiss 
and gnash tho teeth ; tboy say, Wo 
have swallowed her up; cortainly this 
is the day that we lookod for; wo 
havo found, wo have seen it. 

17 Tho Lord hath done that which 
ho bad devised ; bo hath fulfilled his 
word that he had commanded in the 
days of old; ho hath thrown down, 
and hath not pitiod; and ho hath 
enused thine enemy to rojoioo over 
thee, ho hath set up the horn of tbino 
adversaries. 

18 Thoir heart oried ante tho Lord, 
0 wall of the daughter of Zion, lot 
tonrs run down like a river day and 
night; give thysolf no rest; lot not 
tho apple of thino oyo ccaso. 

19 Arise, ory out in the night; in 
tho beginning of the watohos peur 
aut thino heart like water before the 
f *oe of tbo Lord; lift up thy hands 


toward him for the life of thy young 
children, that faint for hanger in the 
top of every street. 

20 Behold, 0 Lord, and consider to 
whom thou hast done this. Shall the 
women oat thoir fruit, nnd children 
of a span long ? shall the priest and 
the prophet be slain in the sanctuary 
of Inc Lord? 

21 The young and tho old lie on the 
ground in the streets; my virgins 
and my young men are fallen by the 
sword; thou hast slain them in the 
day of tbine anger; thou hast killed, 
and not pitied. 

22 Thou hast balled as in a solemn 
day my terrors round about, so that 
in the day of the Lord's angor none 
escaped nor remained; those that I 
havo swaddled and brought up hath 
mine enemy consumed. 

CHAPTER III. 

Calamities bewailed — God's Justice and 
mercy—Prayer far deliverance. 

AM the man that hath seen afflic¬ 
tion by the rod of his wrath. 

2 lie hath led me, and brought me 
into darkness, hut not into light. 

3 Surely against me is ho turned; 
ho turneth his hand against me all 
the day. 

4 My flesh and my skin hath he 
mado old; he hath broken my hones. 

5 He hath builded against me, and 
compassed mo with gall and travail. 

6 He hath set me in dark plaoes, ai 
they that be dead of old. 

7 He hath hedged me about, that 1 
cannot get out; ho bath made my 
ohain heavy. 

8 Also when I cry and shoot, he 
shutteth out my prayer. 

6 He hath inclosed my ways with 
hown stone; he bath mado my paths 
orooked. 

10 He was unto me as a boar lying 
in wait, and as a lion in secret plaoes. 

11 Ho hath turned aside my ways, 
and pulled me in pieoes; he hath 
made me desolate. 

12 Ho hath bent his bow, and set 
me as a mark for the arrow. 

13 lie hath caused the arrows of 
his quivor to enter into my reins. 

14 1 was a derision to all my peo¬ 
ple; and their song all the day. 

15 Ho hath filled me with bitter¬ 
ness, he hath made me drunken with 
wormwood.

10 He haft also broken my teeth 
with gravel stones, he hath covered 
me with ashes. 

17 And thou hast removed my soul 
far off from peace; I forgat pros¬ 
perity. 

18 And I said, My strength and my 
hope is perished from the Lord; 

19 llcmerabering mine affliction and 
my misery, the wormwood and the 
gall. 

20 My aonl hath them still in re¬ 
membrance, and is humbled in me. 

21 This I recall to my mind, thcro- 
fore havo I hope. 

22 It is of the Lord’s mercies that 
we are not consumed, because his 
compassions fail not. 

23 They are new every morning; 
great is thy faithfulnoss. 

24 Tho Lord is my portion, sailh 
my soul; therefore will I hope in him. 

25 The Lord is good unto them that 
WAit for him, to the soul that secketh 
him. 

26 It is good that a man should 
both hope and quietly wait for the 
salvation of the Lord. 

27 It is good for a man that he 
bear the yoke in his youth. 

28 He sitteth alone and keepeth 
silenoe, bocauso he hath home it upon 
him. 

29 He putteth his mouth in the 
duBt; if so be there may be hope. 

30 He giveth his cheek to him that 
smiteth him; he is filled full with 
reproach. 

31 For the Lord will not cast off for 


ever; 


32 But though he cause grief, yet 
will he have compassion according 
to the multitudo of his meroies. 

33 For ho doth not afflict willingly, 
nor griove tho ohildron of men. 

34 To orush under his feet all the 
prisoners of the earth, 

35 To turn aside tho right of a man 
before the faoe of tho Most High, 

36 To subvert a man in his causo, 
the Lord approveth not. 

37 Who is he that saith, and it 
oometh to pass, when the Lord com- 
mandeth it not 7 

38 Out of the mouth of tho Most 
High proccedcth not evil and good ? 

39 Wherofore doth a living man 
oomplain, a man for the punishment 
of his sins 7 


40 Let us search and try our ways, 
and turn again to tho Lord. 

41 Lot us lift up our heart with our 
hands unto God in the heuvens. 

42 Wo have transgressed and have 
rebolled ; thou hast not pardoned. 

43 Thou hast covered with anger, 
and persecuted us; thou hast slain, 
thou hast not pitied. 

44 Thou hAst covored thyself with 
a cloud, that our prayer should Dot 
pass through. 

45 Thou hast made us as the off- 
scouring and refuse in the midst of 
the people. 

46 All our enomies have opened 
their mouths against us. 

47 Fear and a snare is come upon 
us, desolation and destruction. 

48 Mine eye runneth down with 
rivers of water for the destruction of 
the daughter of my people. 

49 Mine eye trickleth down, and 
oeaseth not, without any intermission, 

50 Till the Lord look down, and 
behold from heaven. 

51 Mine eye affecteth mine heart, 
because of all the daughters of my 
city. 

52 Mine enemies ohaaed me sore, 
like a hird, without cause. 

53 They have out off my life in the 
dungeon, and cast a stone upon me. 

54 Waters flowed over mine head; 
then I said, I am cut off. 

55 I called upon thy name, 0 Lord, 
out of the low dungeon. 

56 Thou hast heard my voioe; hide 
not thine ear at my breathing, at my 
ory. 

57 Thou drewest near in the day 
that I called upon thee; thou saidet, 
Fear noL 

58 0 Lord, thou hast pleaded the 
causes of my soul; thou hast re¬ 
deemed my life. 

59 0 Lord, thou hast seen my 
wrong ; judge thou my oause. 

60 Thou hast seen all theix ven- 
goanco and all their imaginations 
against me. 

81 Thoo hast hoard their reproach, 
O Lord, and all their imaginations 
against me; 

62 Tho lips of those that rose up 
against me, and their device against 
me all tho day. 

63 Behold their sitting down, and 
their rising up; I am their musio. 
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64 Render unto them a recompense, 
0 Lord, according to tho work of 
their hands. 

65 Give them sorrow of heart, thy 
curse onto them. 

66 Persecute and destroy them in 
anger from under tho heavens of the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Judffmenlt fur sin—Sint corf used — Bless¬ 
ings promised. 

OW is the gold become dim ! how 
is the most fine gold changed ! 
the stones of the sanotuary are poured 
out in the top of overy street. 

2 The precious sons of Zion, com¬ 
parable to fine gold, how are they 
esteemod as earthen pitchers, the 
work of tho hands of the potter! 

3 Even the sea monstors draw out 
the breast, they givo suck to thoir 
young ones; the daughter of my 
people is become oruel, like tho 
ostriches in tho wilderness. 

4 The tongue of tho sucking child 
elenveth to the roof of his mouth for 
tbirst; tho young children ask bread, 
and no man breakoth it unto them. 

5 They that did feed dclicatoly aro 
desolate in tbe streots; they that 
were brought up in scarlot embrace 
dunghills. 

6 For the punishment of the In¬ 
iquity of the daughter of my people 
iB greater than the punishment of the 
sin of Sodom, that was overthrown 
as in a moment, and no hands stayed 
on her. 

7 Hor Naiarites were purer than 
snow, they were whitor than milk, they 
were more ruddy in body than rubies, 
thoir polishing was of sapphire ; 

S Thoir visage is blacker than a 
coal; they are not known in tho 
Btreots; their Bkin clcavclh to their 
bones; it is withered, It is become 
like a stick. 

9 They that bo slain with the sword 
aro hotter than they that bo slain with 
hungor; for these pine away, etrioken 
through for want of tbe fruits of the 
Hold. 

10 The bands of the pitiful women 
have sodden thoir own ohildron ; they 
were thoir meat in tho destruction of 
the daughtor of my poople. 

11 The Lord hath accomplished his 
fury; ho hath ponrod out his floroe 
anger, and hath kindled a fire in 


Zion, and it hath devoured the foun¬ 
dations thereof. 

12 Tho kings of tho earth, and all 
the inhabitants of the world, would 
not have believed that the adversary 
and the enemy should have entered 
into the gates of Jerusalem. 

13 For the sins of her prophets, and 
the iniquities of hor priests, that have 
shod the blood of the just in tho midst 
of hor, 

14 They have wandered as blind 
men in the streets, they have polluted 
themselves with blood, so that men 
oould not touch their garments. 

15 They cried unto them, Depart 
ye; it is unclean; depart, depart, 
touch not; when they fled away and 
wandered, they said among tho hea 
then, They shall no moro sojourn there. 

16 Tho anger of the Lord hath 
divided them ; he will no more regard 
them ,* they respeoted not the persons 
of the priests, they favoured not the 
ciders. 

17 As for us, our eyes as yet failed 
for our vain help; in our watohing 
we have watohoa for a nation that 
could not save us. 

18 They hunt our steps, that we 
cannot go in our streets; our end is 
near, our days are fulfilled; for our 
end is oome. 

19 Our persecutors are swifter than 
the eagles of the heaven; they pur¬ 
sued us upon tho mountains, they 
laid wait for us in the wilderness. 

20 Tho breath of our nostrils, the 
anointod of the Lord, was taken in 
their pits, of whom we said, Under 
his shadow we Bball live among the 
hoathen. 

21 Rejoice and be glad, 0 daugh¬ 
tor of Edom, that dwelleat in the 
land of Uz; the onp also shall pass 
through unto thee; thou ehalt be 
drnnken, and shalt make thyself 
naked. 

22 The punishment of thine iniquity 
is accomplished, 0 daughter of Zion; 
he will no more oarry thee away into 
captivity; he will visit thine iniquity, 
0 daughtor of Edom ; be will disoover 
thy sins. 

CHAPTER V. 

Prayer fur mercy and faxsonr. 
EMEMDER, 0 Lord, what la 
come upon us; consider, and 
behold our eproaoh. 
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2 Our Inheritance Is tamed to 
strangers, our houses to aliens. 

3 We are orphans and fatherless, 
our mothers are as widows. 

4 We have drunken our water for 
money ; our wood is sold nnto us. 

5 Our neokfl are under persecution ; 
we labour, and have no rest. 

6 We have given the hand to the 
Egyptians, and to tho Assyrians, to 
he satisfied with bread. 

7 Our fathers have sinned, and are 
not.; and we have borne tbeir in¬ 
iquities. 

8 Servants have ruled over us; there 
is none that doth deliver us out of 
Lheir hand. 

9 We gat our bread with the peril 
of our lives, because of the sword of 
the wilderness. 

10 Our shin was black like an oven, 
because of the terrible famine. 

11 They ravished the women in 
Zion, and the maids in the cities of 
Judah. 

12 Princes are hanged up by their 


hand; the faces of elders were net 
honoured. 

13 They took the young men to 
grind, and the children fell under 
the wood. 

14 The elders have ceased from ths 
gate, the young men from their musie. 

15 Tho joy of our heart is ceased ; 
our dance is turned into mourning. 

16 The crown is fallen from our head ; 
woe unto ns, that we have sinned ! 

17 For this oar heart is faint; for 
these things our eyes are dim. 

18 Because of the mountain of Zion, 
which is desolate, the foxes walk 
npon it. 

19 Thou, 0 Lord, remainest for 
ever; thy throne from generation »o 
generation. 

20 Wherefore dost thou forget us for 
ever, and forsake us so long time? 

21 Turn thou us onto thee, 0 Lord, 
and we shall be turned; renew onr 
days as of old. 

22 But thou hast utterly rejected 
ns; thou art very wroth against os. 


THE BOOK OF THE 

CHAPTER I. 

EukieTt virion of four cherubim, four wheel*, 
and the glory of God. 

OW it came to pass in the thir¬ 
tieth year, in the fourth month, 
in the fifth day of the month, as I 
was among the captives by the river 
of Chehar, that the heavens were 
opened, and I saw visions of Ood. 

2 In the fifth day of the month, 
which was the fifth year of king 
Jehoi&ohin’s captivity, 

3 The word of the Lord oame ex¬ 
pressly unto Ezekiel the priest, the 
sou of Buzi, in the land of the Chal¬ 
deans by the river Chebar; and tbe 
hand of the Lord was there npon 
him. 

4 And I looked, and, behold, a 
whirlwind oame out of tbe north, a 
great cloud, and a fire infolding itself, 
and a brightness was about it, and out 
of the midst thereof as the colour of 
amber, out of the midst of the fire. 

5 Also'out of the midst thereof came 
the likenoss of four living oreatures. 
And this was their appcarauoe ; they 
had tbe likeness of a man. 


PROPHET EZEKIEL. 

8 And every one had four faceB, and 
every one had four wings. 

7 And their feet were straight feet. 
and the sole of their feet was like the 
sole of a calf's foot; and they sparkled 
like the colonr of burnished brass. 

8 And they had the hands of a man 
under their wings on their four sides, 
and they four had their faces and their 
wings. 

9 Their wings were joined one to 
another; they turned not when ther 
went; they went every one straight 
forward. 

10 As for the likeness of their fooei, 
they four had the face of a man, and 
the face of a lion, on the right side , 
and they four had the face of an oi 
on tho left side; they four also had 
the face of an eagle. 

11 Thus were their faces ; and tbeir 
wings were stretched upward; two 
wings of every one were joined one to 
another, and two oovered their bodies. 

12 And they went every one straight 
forward ; whithor the spirit was to go, 
they went; and they turned not when 
they went. 
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13 Ab for the likeness of the living 
creatures, their appearanco was like 
burning ooals of fire, and liko the ap- 

earanoe of lamps; it went up and 
own among the living oreatures; 
and the Bre waa bright, and out of 
the Bre went forth lightning. 

14 And the living creaturos ran and 
returned as the appearanoe of a Bash 
of lightning. 

15 Now as I beheld tho living crea¬ 
tures, behold oue wheol upon the 
earth by the living oreaturoa, with 
lii b four faces. 

16 The appearance of tho wheels 
and their work was like unto tho 
colour of a heryl; and they four had 
one likeness; and thoir appearance 
and their work was as it were a wheel 
in tho middle of a wheel. 

17 When they went, they went upon 
their four sides; and thoy turned not 
whon Lhoy went. 

18 As for thoir rings, they woro so 
high that they wore dreadful; and 
their rings were full of eyes round 
about them four. 

19 And when the living oreaturos 
wont, tho wheels went by them; and 
when the living oroaturea wore lifted 
up from tho earth, tho whools were 
lifted up. 

20 Whithersoever the spirit was to 
go, they went, thithor was their spirit 
lo go; and the wheels were lifted up 
over against them; for the Bpirit of 
the living oreaturo was in the wheels. 

21 Whon those went, these went; 
and when thoso stood, these stood; 
and whon thoso were lifted up from 
the earth, the wheels were lifted up 
over against them; for the spirit 
of Lhe living orcaiure was in tho 
whoels. 

22 And the likeness of the firma¬ 
ment upon the heads of tho living 
creature was as tho colour of the ter¬ 
rible crystal, stretohed forth over their 
heads above. 

23 And undor tho firmament wore 
their wings straight, tho one toward 
the other; every one had two, whioh 
oovered on this side, and evory one 
had two, whioh oovered on that side, 
their bodies. 

24 And whon they went, 1 hoard 
tho noise of their wings, liko the 
noise of greal waters, as the voice of 
the Almighty, tho voioe of speech, as 


the noise of a host; when they stood, 
they let down their wings. 

25 And there was a voioe from the 
firmament that was over their heads, 
when they stood, and had let down 
their wings. 

26 And abovo the firmament that 
was over their hends was the likeness 
of a throne, as the appearance of a 
sapphire stone; and upon the likeness 
of tho throne was tho likeness as the 
appearance of a man above upon it. 

27 And I saw as the oolonr of am¬ 
ber, as the appearance of fire round 
about within it, from the appoarance of 
his loins even upward,and from the ap- 

caranoo of his loins oven downward, 

saw as it were the appearance of fire, 
and it had brightness round about. 

28 As the appearanoe of the bow 
that is in the cloud in the day of rain, 
so was the appearanco of the bright¬ 
ness round about. This was the ap¬ 
pearance of the likoness of tho glory 
of the Lord. And when I saw it, I 
fell upon my face, and Iheardavoioe 
of ono that spake. 

CHAPTER II. 

EzdcitTa commission—His instruction— Tha 
roll. 

ND he said unto me, Son of man, 
stand upon thy feet, and I will 
speak unto thee. 

2 And tho Spirit entered into me 
when ho spako unto me, and set me 
upon my feet, that I heard him that 
spake unto mo. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
I send thee to the children of Israel, 
to a rebellious nation that hath re¬ 
helled against mo; they and their 
fathers have transgressed against me, 
even unto this very day. 

4 For they are impudent ohildren 
and stiff-hearted. I do send theeanto 
them; and thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith tho Lord God. 

5 And they, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear, (for 
thoy are a rebellious house,) yet Bhall 
know that there hath been a prophet 
among thorn. 

6 And thou, son of man, he not 
afraid of thorn, neither he afraid of 
their words, though briers and thorns 
bo with thoe, and thoa dost dwell 
among soorpiona; ho not afraid of their 
words, nor be dismayed at their looks, 
though thoy be a rebellious house. 
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7 And thou shall speak my words 
unto them, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear; for they 
are most rebellious. 

8 But thou, son of man, hear what I 
Bay unto thee; Bo not thou rebellious 
like that rebellious house ; open thy 
mouth, and eat that I give tbee. 

9 And when I looked, behold, a 
hand was sent unto me; and, lo, a 
roll of a book was therein; 

10 And he spread it before me; and 
it was written within and without; 
and there was written therein lamen¬ 
tations, and mourning, and woe. 

CHAPTER III. 

Ezekiel eateth the roll—The rule of prophecy 
—God shutteth and op&nelh the prop heft 
mouth. 

M OREOVER he said unto me. 
Son of man, eat that thou find- 
cst; eat this roll, and go speak unto 
the house of Israel. 

2 So I opened my month, and ho 
eansed me to eat that roll. 

3 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
cause thy belly to eat, and fill thy 
bowels with this roll that I give thee. 
Then did I cat it; and it was in my 
mouth os honey for sweetness. 

4 And he Baid onto me. Son of man, 
go, get thee unto the house of Is¬ 
rael, and speak with my words unto 
them. 

5 For thou art not sent to a people 
of a strange speech and of a hard 
language, but to the house of Israel; 

6 Not to many peoplo of a strange 
speech and of a hard language, whose 
words thou canst not understand. 
Surely, had I sent thee to thorn, they 
would have hearkened unto thee. 

7 But the house of Israel will not 
hearken unto thee : for thoy will not 
hearken unto me; for all the house of 
Israel are impudent and hard-hearted. 

8 Behold, I have made thy face 
strongagainst thoir faces,and thy fore¬ 
head strong against their foreheads. 

9 As an adamant hardor than flint 
have I made thyforohead; fear them 
not, neither bedismayed at their looks, 
though they be a rebellious house. 

10 Moreovor he said unto me, Son 
of man, all my words that I shall 
speak nnto thee reoeive in thine 
heart, and hoar with thine ears. 

II And go, get thee to them of tho 
captivity, unto the ohildren of thy 


people, and speak unto them, and tell 
them, Thus e&ith the Lord God; 
whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear. 

12 Then the Spirit took me up, and 
I heard behind me a voice of a great 
rushing, saying, Blessed be tho glory 
of the Lord from his place. 

13 I heard also the noise of the 
wings of the living creatures that 
touched one another, and the noise 
of the wheels over against them, and 
a noise of a great rushing. 

14 So the Spirit lifted me np, and 
took me away, and I went in bitter¬ 
ness, in tho heat of my spirit; but the 
hand of the Lord was strong upon me. 

15 Then I came to them of tho cap¬ 
tivity at Tel-abib, that dwelt by the 
river of Chebar, and I sat where they 
sat, and remained there astonished 
among them seven days. 

16 And it came to pass at the end 
of seven days, that the word of tho 
Lord came onto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, I have made thee a 
watchman nnto the house of Israel; 
therefore hear the word at my mouth, 
and give them warning from me. 

18 When I say onto tho wicked. 
Thou shalt surely die; and thou 
givest him not warning, nor speakest 
to warn the wicked from his wicked 
way, to save his life; the same wick¬ 
ed man shall die in his iniquity; but 
his blood will I require at thine hand. 

19 Yet if thou warn the wicked, 
and he turn not from his wickedness, 
nor from his wicked way, he shall die 
in his iniquity; but thou hast de¬ 
livered thy soul. 

20 Again, When a righteous man 
doth turn from his righteousness, and 
commit iniquity, nnd I lay a stum¬ 
bling-block before him, he shall die; 
because thou hast not given him warn¬ 
ing, he shall die in his sin, and hil 
righteousness wbioh he hath done 
shall not be remembered; but hil 
blood will I require at thine hand. 

21 Nevertheless, if thou warn tie 
righteous man, that the righteous sin 
not, and he doth not sin, he shall 
surely live, because he is warned; 
also thou hast delivered thy soul. 

22 And the hand of the Lord was 
there upon me; and he said unto me, 
A rise, go forth into the plain, and 1 
will there talk with thee. 
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23 Then I arose, and went forth into 
ilio plain ; and, behold, the glory of 

1 lie Lord stood there, as the glory 
which I saw by the river of Chebar; 
and I foil on my face. 

24 Then the Spirit entered into me, 
and set mo upon my feet, and spake 
with me, and said unto me, Go, shut 
thyself within thine house. 

25 But thou, 0 son of man, behold, 
they shall put bands upon thee, and 
shall bind ibee with them, and thou 
Bhalt not go out among them; 

26 And I will moke thy tongue 
cleave to the roof of thy mouth, that 
thou sho.lt be dumb, and shalt not bo 
to them a reprover; for they are a 
rebellious house. 

27 But when I speak with thee, I 
will open thy mouth, and thou shalt 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
God; lie that hcaretb, let him hear; 
and ho that forbearetb, let him for¬ 
bear; for they are a rebellious house. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The siege of Jerusalem foreshown. 
I10U also, son of man, take thee 
o tile, and lay it before thee, and 
portray upon it the city, even Jeru¬ 
salem ; 

2 And lay siogo against it, and build 
a fort against it, and oast a mount 
against it; Bot the OAmp also against 
it, and set battering-rams against it 
round about. 

3 Moreover take thou unto thee an 
iron pan, and set it for a wall of iron 
between thco and the city; and set 
thy face against it, and it shall bo 
besieged, and thou shalt lay siege 
against it. ThiB shall be a sign to the 
house of Israol. 

4 Lio thou also upon thy loft sido, 
and lay the iniquity of the house of 
Israel upon it; according to the num¬ 
ber of tho days that thou shall lie 
anon it thou shalt bear their iniquity. 

o For I have laid upon thee the 
years of their iniquity, according to 
the number of tho days, three hundred 
and ninety days; so shalt tbou bear 
the iniquity of the houso of Israol. 

6 And when thou bast accomplished 
them, lie again on thy right side, 
and Lbon shalt boar the iniquity of 
the house of Judah forty days; I have 
appointed thee each day for a year. 

7 Tberofore tbou shalt set thy faoo 
toward the siege of Jerusalem, and 


thine arm shall be uncovered, and 
thou shalt prophesy against it. 

8 And, behold, I will lay bands upon 
thee, and thou shalt not turn toes 
from one side to another, tilt thou 
hast ended tho days of thy siego. 

9 Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, 
and millet, and fitches, and put them 
in one vessel, and make thee bread 
thereof, according to the number of 
the days that thou shalt lie upon thy 
side; three hundred and ninety days 
shalt thou eat thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt 
eat shall bo by weight, twenty shekels 
a day; from time to time shalt thou 
eat it. 

11 Thou shall drink also water by 
measure, the sixth part of a hin ; 
from time to time shalt thou drink. 

12 And thou shalt eat it as barley 
cakes, and thou shalt bake it with 
dung that oometh out of man, in their 
sight. 

13 And the Lord said, Even thus 
shall the children of Israel cat their 
defiled bread among the Gentiles, 
whither I will drive them. 

14 Then said I, Ah Lord God! be¬ 
hold, my soul hath not been polluted ; 
for from my youth up even till now 
have I not eaton of that which dieth 
of itself, or is torn in pieces ; neither 
came there ahominable flesh into mj 
mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I have 
given thee cow's dung for man's 
dung, and thou shalt prepare thy 
bread therewith. 

t6 Moreover he said unto me, Son 
of man, behold, I will break the staff 
of bread in Jerusalem; and they shall 
eat bread by weight, and with oare; 
and they shall drink water by mea¬ 
sure, and with astonishment; 

17 That they may want bread and 
water, and be astonied one with 
anotbor, and consume away for their 
iniquity. 

CHAPTER V. 

The type of hair—The judgment of Jerusalem. 
ND thou, son of man, take thee a 
sharp knife, take thee a barber's 
rasor, and oause it to paBS upon 
tbino head and upon thy beard; then 
take thee balances to weigh, and 
divide the hair. 

2 Thou shalt burn with fire a third 
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part in the midst of the city, when 
the days of the siege are fulfilled; 
and thou shalt take a third part, aud 
smite about it with a knife; and a 
third part thou shalt scatter in the 
wind; and I will draw out a sword 
after them. 

3 Thon shalt also take thereof a few 
in number,and bind them in thy skirts. 

4 Then take of them again, and 
just them into the midst of the lire, 
and V urn them in the fire; for thereof 
shall a fire come forth into all the 
house of Israel. 

5 Thus saith the Lord God; This is 
Jerusalem; I have set it in the midst 
of the nations and countries that are 
round about her. 

6 And she hath changed my judg¬ 
ments into wickedness moro than the 
nations, and my statutes more than 
the oonntries that are round about 
her; for they have refused my judg¬ 
ments and my statutes, they have not 
walked in them. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because ye multiplied more 
than the nations that are round about 
you, and have not walked in my 
statutes, neither have kept my judg¬ 
ments, neither have done according 
to the judgments of the nations that 
are round ahout you; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I, even I, am against 
thee, and will execute judgments in 
the midst of thee in the sight of the 
nations. 

9 Aud I will do in thee that which 
I have not done, and whereunto I 
will not do any more the like, because 
of all thine abominations. 

10 Therefore tho fathers 6hall eat 
the sons in the midst of thee, and the 
sons shall eat their fathers; and I 
will execute judgments in thee, and 
the whole remnant of thee will I 
scatter into all the winds. 

11 Wherefore, as I live, saith the 
Lord God; Surely, because thou hast 
defiled my sanotuary with all thy 
dotestable things, and with all thine 
abominations, thersfore will I also 
diminish thoe; neither shall mine eye 
Bp are, neither will I havo any pity. 

12 A third part of thee Bhall die 
with tho pestilence, and with famine 
shall they bo oonsumed in tho midst 
of thee; and a third part shall fall 


by the sword round ahout thee; and 
I will scatter a third part into all the 
winds, and I will draw out a sword 
after them. 

13 Thu6 shall mine anger be accom¬ 
plished, and I will cause my fury to 
rest upon them, anti I will he com¬ 
forted ; and they shall know that I 
the Lord have spoken it in my seal, 
when 1 have accomplished my fur; 
in them. 

14 Moreover I will make thee waste, 
and a reproach among the nations 
that are round about thee, in the sight 
of all that pass by. 

15 So it shall he a reproach and a 
taunt, an instruction and an astonish¬ 
ment unto the nations that are round 
about thee, when I shall execute 
judgments in thee in anger and in 
fury and in furious rebukes. I the 
Lord have spoken it. 

16 When I shall send, npon them 
the evil arrows of famine, which shall 
be for their destruction, and which I 
will send to destroy you ; and I will 
increase the famine upon you, and 
will break your staff of bread ; 

17 So will I send upon you famine 
and evil beasts, and they shall be¬ 
reave thee; and pestilence and blood 
shall paBB through thee; and I will 
bring the sword upon thee. I the 
Lord have spoken it. 

CHAPTER VL 

The judgment of Irrad—A remnant bltued 
ND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face toward 
the mountains of Israel, and prophesy 
against them, 

3 And say, Ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord God; Thus 
saith the Lord God to the mountains 
and to the hills, to the rivers, and to 
the valleys; Behold, I, even I, will 
bring a sword upon you, and I will 
destroy your hign places. 

4 And your altars shall be dosolate, 
and your images shall be broken; 
and I will oast down your slain men 
before your idols. 

5 And I will lay the dead oaroasses 
of the children of Israel before thoir 
idols; and I will soalter your bones 
round about yonr altars. 

6 In all your dwelling-places the 
cities shall be laid waste, and the 
high places shall be desolate; that

jour altars may bo laid waste and 
made desolate, and your idols may 
be broken and cease, and your images 
oiay bo cut down, and your works 
may be abolisbod. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the 
midsL of you, and yo shall know that 
I am tho Lord. 

8 Yet will I leave a remnant, that 
yo may haro some that shall escape 
the sword among the nations, when 
yo shnll bo scattered through the 
countries. 

9 And they that escape of you shall 
remember ine among the nations 
whither they shall be carried cap¬ 
tives, because I am broken with their 
whoriBh heart, whioh bath departed 
from me, and with their eyes, which 
go a whoring after thoir idols; and 
they shall loathe thcmselvos for the 
evils whioh they have oommitted in 
all their abominations. 

10 And they shall know that I am 
tho Lord, and that I have not said 
in vain that I would do this ovil unto 
them. 

11 Thus saith the Lord God, Smite 
with thine hand, and stamp with thy 
foot, and say, Alas for all the ovil 
abominations of the house of Israol! 
for they shall fall by tho sword, by 
tho famino, and by the pestilence. 

12 llo that is far of! shall die of the 
pcstilonco; and ho that is near shall 
fall by tbo sword ; and he that re- 
mainoth and is besieged shall die by 
tho famino; thus will I accomplish 
my fury upon them. 

13 Tbon shall ye know that I am 
tho Lord, when their slain men shall 
bo among their idols round about 
their altars, upon every high hill, in 
all the tops of the mountains, and 
under every groen troe, and under 
ovory thiok oak, tho plaoe whore 
tboy did offer sweet savour to all 
thoir idols. 

14 So will I stretoh out my hand 
upon them, and make the land deso¬ 
late, yoa, more desolate than the wil¬ 
derness Loward Diblath, in all their 
habitations; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Uu desolation <\f Israel—The enemies d^fUe 
the sanctuary—The type <\f a chain. 
OREOVER the word of the 
Lord oamo unto me, saying, 
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2 Also, thou son of man, thus saith 
tho Lord God unto the land of Israel; 
An end, the ond is oome upon the 
four corners of the land. 

3 Now is the end coino upon thee, 
and I will send mine anger upon 
thee, and will judge thee according 
to thy ways, and will recompense 
upon thee all thino ahominations. 

4 And mine eye shall not spare 
thee, neither will I have pity; hut I 
will recompense thy ways upon thee, 
and thine abominations shall be in 
the midst of thee; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

5 Thus saith the Lord God; An 
evil, an only evil, behold, is come. 

0 An end is oome, the end is oome; 
it watcheth for thee; behold, it is 
come. 

7 Tho morning is oome unto thee, 
0 thou that dwelleat in the land; the 
time is come, the day of trouble is 
near, and not the sounding again of 
the mountains. 

8 Now will I shortly pour out my 
fury upon thee, and aocomplish mine 
anger upon thao; and I will judge 
thee according to thy ways, and will 
recompense ihee for all thine abomi¬ 
nations. 

9 And mine eye shall not spare, 
neither will I have pity; I will recom¬ 
pense thee aooording to thy ways and 
thiDe abominations that are in the 
midst of thee; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lord that smitetb. 

10 Uchold the day, behold, it is 
come; the morning is gone forth ; the 
rod hath blossomed, pride hath bud¬ 
ded. 

11 Violence is rieon up into a rod 
of wickedness; none of thorn shall 
romain, nor of thoir multitude, nor 
of any of theirs ; neither shall there 
be waiting for them. 

12 The time is oome, the day draw- 
eth near; let not the buyer rejoioe, 
nor the seller mourn; for wrath Is 
upon all the multitude thereof. 

13 For the seller shall not return 
to that wbioh is sold, although they 
were yet alive; for the vision is 
touohing tho whole multitude there¬ 
of, whioh shall not return; neither 
shall any Btrcnglhon himself in the 
iniquity of his life. 

14 They have blown the trumpet, 
even to make all ready; but none 
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goeth to the battle; for my wrath is 
upon all the multitude thereof. 

15 Tho sword iB without, and the 
pestilence and the famine within ; he 
that is in the field shall die with the 
sword; and he that is in the city, fam¬ 
ine and pestilence shall devour him. 

16 But they that escapo of them 
shall escape, and shall be on the 
mountains like doves of the valleys, 
all of them mourning, every one for 
his iniquity. 

17 Alt hands shall be feoblc, and 
all knees shall be weak as water. 

IS They shall also gird themselves 
with sackcloth, and horror shall ccfver 
them; and shame shall be upon all 
faces, and baldness upon all their 
heads. 

19 They shall cast their silver in 
the Btreets, and their gold shall be 
removed; their silver and their gold 
shall not be able to deliver them in 
the day of the wrath of the Lord ; 
they shall not satisfy their souls, nei¬ 
ther fill their bowels; because it iB 
the stumbling-block of their iniquity. 

20 As for tho beauty of his orna¬ 
ment, he set it in majesty; but they 
made the images of their abomina- 
tions and of their detestable things 
therein; therefore havo I set it far 
from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers for a prey, and to the 
wicked of the earth for a spoil; and 
they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from 
them, and they shall pollute my secret 
place; for the robbers shall enter into 
it, and defile it. 

23 Make a chain ; for the land is 
fall of bloody orimes, and the oily is 
full of violence. 

24 Wherefore I will bring the worst 
of the heathen, and they shall possess 
their houses; I will also make the 
pomp of the strong to cease; and 
their holy plaoes shall be defiled. 

25 Destruction oometh; and they 
shall seek peace, and there shall be 
none. 

26 Misohiof shall oome upon mis- 
obief, and rumour shall be upon 
rumour; then shall they seek a vision 
of the prophet; but the law shall 
perish from the priest, and oounsel 
from the ancients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the 


prince shall he clothed with dosola- 
tion, and the hands of the people of 
the land shall be troubled; I will do 
unto them after their way, and ac¬ 
cording to their deserts will I judge 
them; and they shall know that I am 
tho Lord. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

A vision of God—The image of jealousy— 
GcxTi wrath for idolatry. 

ND it came to pass in the sixth 
year, in the sixth moiith, in the 
fifth day of the month, as I sat in 
mine house, and the elders of Judah 
sat before me, that the hand of the 
Lord God fell there upon me. 

2 Then I heheld, and lo a likeness 
as the appearance of fire; from the 
appearance of his loins even down¬ 
ward, fire; and from his loins even 
upward, as the appearance of bright¬ 
ness, as the colour of amber. 

3 And he put forth the form of a 
hand, and took mo by a lock of mine 
head; and the Spirit lifted me up 
between the earth and the heaven, 
and brought me in the visions of God 
to Jerusalem, to the door of the inner 
gate that looketh toward the north ; 
where was the seat of the image of 
jealousy, which provoketh to jealousy. 

4 And, behold, the glory of the God 
of Israol was there, according to the 
vision that I saw in the plain. 

5 Then said he unto me, Son cf 
man, lift up thino eyes now the woy 
toward tho north. So I lifted up 
mine eyes the way toward the north, 
and behold northward at the gate of 
the altar this image of jealousy in the 
entry, 

C He said furthermore unto me, Son 
of man, seest thou what they do 7 
evon the great abominations that the 
house of Israel committeth here, that 
I should go far off from my sanctuary 7 
but turn thco yet again, and tbou 
shalt see greater abominations. 

7 And he brought me to the door 
of the oourt; and when I looked, be¬ 
hold a hole in the wall. 

8 Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, dig now in the wall; and when I 
had digged in the wall, behold a door. 

9 Aud he said onto me, Go in, and 
behold the wioked abominations Ibat 
they do here. 

10 So I went in and saw; and be¬ 
hold every form of creeping thing*, 
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and abominable beastB, and all the 
idols of tho houBO of Israel, portrayed 
upon the wall round about. 

11 And there stood before them 
seventy men of the ancients of the 
houso of Israel, and in tho midBt of 
them stood Jaaznninh the son of 
Shapban, with every man his censer 
In his hand; and a thick oloud of in¬ 
cense went up, 

12 Then said he unto me, Son of 
man, hast thou seen what the anoients 
of tho houso of Israel do in the dark, 
evory man in the chambers of his 
imagery ? for they say, The Lord 
eoelh us not; the Lord hath forsaken 
the earth. 

13 Ho said also unto mo, Turn thee 
yet again, ana thou ehalt see greater 
abominations that they do. 

14 Then ho brought me to tho door 
of the gale of tho Lord’s house which 
was toward the north; and, behold, 
there sat women weeping for Tarn- 
muz. 

15 Thon said ho unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, 0 son of man ? turn thee 
ycl again, and thou shalt seo greator 
abominalions than these. 

LG And ho brought mo into the 
inner court of tho Lord’s house, and, 
behold, at Lho door of the temple of 
tho Lord, between the porch and the 
altar, wero about five and twenty men, 
with their baoks toward tho temple 
of the Lord, and thoir faces toward 
the east; and they worshipped the 
sun toward tho east. 

17 Then ho said unto me, Hast thou 
seen this, 0 son of man ? Is it a light 
thing to tho houso of Judah that they 
commit tho abominations whioh they 
commit hero ? for they have filled the 
land with violence, and have returned 
to provoko me to anger; and, lo, they 
put the branch to their nose. 

18 Therefore will I also deal in fury; 
mine eye shall not spare, neither will 
I havo pity ; and though they ory in 
mine oars with a loud voioo, yot will 
I not hoar them. 

OIIAPTER IX. 

A vision qf preservation and destruction. 

E cried also in mine ears with 
a loud voioo, saying, Cause 
thorn that havo charge over the 
city to draw near, even evory man 
with his destroying weapon in his 
hand. 


2 And, behold, six men came from 
the way of tho higher gate, which 
liclh toward the north, and every 
man a slaughter weapon in bis hand; 
and one man among thorn was clothed 
with linen, with a writer’s iukhorn by 
his side; and they went in, and stood 
beside the brazen altar. 

3 And the glory of the God of Is¬ 
rael was gone up from tho cherub, 
whcreupoD he was, to the threshold 
of tho bouse. And ho called to the 
man clothed with linen, which had 
the writer’s inkhorn by his side; 

4 And tho Lord said unLo him, Go 
through the midst of the city, through 
the midst of Jerusalem, and set a 
mark upon tho foreheads of tho men 
that sigh and that ory for all the 
abominations that be done in the 
midst thereof. 

5 And to the others he said in mine 
hearing, Go ye after him through the 
city, and smite; lot not your eye spare, 
neither have yo pity; 

6 Slay utterly old and young, both 
maids, and little ohildren, and wo¬ 
men; but oome not near any man 
upon whom is the mark; and begin 
at my sanctuary. Then they began 
at tho ancient men whioh were before 
tho houso. 

7 And he said unto them, Defile the 
houso, and fill the courts with the 
slain; go ye forth. And they went 
forth, and slew in the oity. 

8 And it came to pass, while they 
were slaying them, and I was left, 
that I fell upon my face, and cried, 
and said, Ab Lord God 1 wilt thon 
destroy all the residue of Israel in 
thy pouring out of thy fury upon 
Jerusalem ? 

9 Then said he unto me, The in¬ 
iquity of tho house of Israel and 
Judah is exceeding great, and the 
land is full of blood, and the oity fall 
of perverseness; for they Bay, The 
Lord hath forsaken the earth, and 
the Lord seeth not. 

10 Aod as for me also, mine eye 
shall not spare, neithor will I have 
pity, but I will recompense their way 
upon their head. 

11 And, behold, the man clothed 
with linen, whioh had the inkhorn 
by his side, reported the matter, say¬ 
ing, I have done as thou hast com¬ 
manded me. 
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CHAPTER X. 

The virion of the coals of Jlre—The visum of 
the cherubim. 

T HEN I looked, and, behold, in the 
firmament that was ahove the 
head of the chernbim there appeared 
over them as it were a sapphire stone, 
as the appearance of the likeness of a 
throne. 

2 And he spake unto the man 
clothed with linen, and said. Go in 
hetween the wheels, even under the 
cherub, and fill thine hand with coals 
of fire from between the cherubim, 
and scatter them over the city. And 
he went in in my sight. 

3 Now the cherubim stood on the 
right side of the house, when the man 
went in; and the cloud filled the inner 
court. 

4 Then the glory of the Lord went 
up from the cherub, and stood over 
the threshold of the house; and tho 
house was filled with the cloud, and 
the court was full of the brightness of 
the Lord's glory. 

5 And the sound of the cherubim’s 
wings was heard even to the outer 
court, as the voice of tho Almighty 
God when he speaketh. 

6 And it came to pass, that when 
he had commanded the man clothed 
with linen, saying. Take fire from 
between the wheels, from between tho 
cherubim; then he went in, and stood 
beside tho wheels. 

7 And one ohcrub stretched forth 
his hand from between the cherubim 
unto the fire that was between tho 
cherubim, and took thereof, and put 
it into the hands of him that was 
clothed with linen; who took it, and 
went out. 

8 And there appeared in the cheru- 
him the form of a man's hand under 
their wings. 

0 And when I looked, behold the 
four wheels by the cherubim, one 
wheel hy one cherub, and another 
wheel by another cherub, and tho 
appearance of the wheels was as the 
colour of a beryl stone. 

10 And as for their appoaranoos, they 
four had one likeness, as if a wheel 
had been in the midst of a wheel. 

11 When they went, they went upon 
their four sides; they turned not as 
they went, but to the place whither 
the head looked, tney followed 


it; they turned not as they went. 

12 And their whole body, and their 
backs, and their hands, and their 
wings, and the wheels, were full of 
eyes round about, even the wheels 
that they four had. 

13 As for the wheels, it was cried 
unto them in my hearing, 0 wheel. 

14 And every one had four faces; 
the first face was the face of a cheruh, 
and the second face was the face t f a 
man, and the third the face of a lion, 
and the fourth the face of an eagle. 

15 And the cheruhim were lifted up. 
This is the living creature that I saw 
by the river of Chebar. 

10 And when the cheruhim went, 
the wheels went hy them; and when 
tho cherubim lifted up their wings 
to mount up from the earth, the same 
wheels also turned not from beside 
them. 

17 When they stood, these stood; and 
when they were lifted up, these lifted 
up themselves also; for the spirit of 
the living creature was in them. 

18 Then the glory of the Lord de- 
arted from off the threshold of the 
ouse, and stood over the cherubim. 

19 And the cherubim lifted up their 
wings, and mounted up from the earth 
in my sight; when they went out, 
the wheels also were beside them, 
and every one stood at the door of 
the east gate of the Lord's house; 
and the glory of the God of Israel 
was over them above. 

20 This is the living creature that 
I saw under the God of Israel by tho 
river of Chebar; and I knew that 
they were tho cherubim. 

21 Every one had four faces apiece, 
and every one four wings; and tho 
likeness of the hands of a man was 
under their wings. 

22 And tho likeness of their faces 
was the same faces which I saw by 
the river of Chebar, their appearances 
and themselves; they went evory mo 
straight forward. 

CHAPTER XI. 

The presumption qf the princes— Their nn 

and judgment—The glory of God leaveth 

the city. 

M OREOVER the Spirit lifted me 
up, and brought me unto the 
east gate of the Lord’s house, which 
Iooketh eastward; and behold at the 
door of the gate fivo and twenty men; 
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imorj' whom I saw Jaazaniah the 
son of Abut, and Pelatiah the son of 
Bcnniuh, princes of the people. 

2 Then said ho unto me, Son of 
man, thcBO are the men that devise 
mischief, and give wicked oounsel in 
this city; 

3 Whioh say, It is not noar; let us 
hnild houses; this oity is the oaldron, 
and we be tbr flesh. 

4 Therefore prophesy against them, 
prophesy, 0 son of man. 

5 And the Spirit of the Lord fell 
upon me, and said unto me, Speak; 
Thus Bailh the Lord; Thus have ye 
Bn,id, 0 house of Israel; for I know 
Ihc things that come into your mind, 
every one of them. 

C Yo have multiplied your slain in 
this city, and yo havo filled the streets 
thereof with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Your Blain whom yo havo laid 
in tho midst of it, they aro the flesh, 
*nd this city is the caldron; but I will 
bring you forth out of the midst of it. 

8 Yo have feared tho sword; and I 
will bring a sword upon you, saith 
the Lord God. 

9 And I will bring you out of the 
midst thereof, and doliver you into 
tho hands of strangers, and will exo- 
cule judgments among you. 

10 Ye shall fall by the sword; I will 
judge you in the border of Israel; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

11 This oity shall not be your cal¬ 
dron, neither shall ye be the flesh in 
the inidst thereof; hut I will judge 
you in the hordcr of Israel; 

12 And yc shall know that I am the 
Lord; for ye havo not walked in my 
statutes, neithor exeouted my judg¬ 
ments, but have done after the man¬ 
ners of the heathen that are round 
about you. 

13 And it came to pass, when I pro¬ 
phesied, that Pelatiah tho son of Bo- 
naiah died. Then fell I down upon 
my face, and cried with a loud voice, 
and said, Ah Lord God! will thou 
make a full end of the remnant of 
Israel? 

14 Again the word of the Lord oame 
unto mo, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even 
thy brethren, the men of thy kindrod, 
and all tho honso of Israel wholly, 
are thev unto whom the inhabitants 


of Jerusalem have said, Get yon far 
from the Lord; unto us is this land 
given in possession. 

16 Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord God; Although I have cast 
them far off among the boathen, and 
although I have scattered them among 
the countries, yet will I he to them 
as a little sanctuary in the oountries 
where they shall oome. 

17 Therefor© say, Thus Baith the 
Lord God; I will even gather you 
from the people, and assemble you 
out of the countries whero ye have 
been scattered, and I will give you 
tho land of Israel. 

18 And they shall come thithor, 
and they shall take away all the de¬ 
testable things thereof and all the 
abominations thereof from thence. 

19 And I will give them one heart, 
and I will put a new spirit within 
you; and I will take the stony heart 
out of their flesh, and will give thorn 
a heart of flesh; 

20 That they may walk in my stat¬ 
utes, and keep mine ordinances, and 
do them; and they shall be my peo¬ 
ple, and I will he their God. 

21 But as for them whose heart 
walkoth after the heart of their de¬ 
testable thingB and their abomina¬ 
tions, I will recompense their way 
upon their own heads, saith the Lord 
God. 

22 Then did the cherubim lift np 
their wings, and the wheels beside 
them; and the glory of the God of 
Israel was over them above. 

23 And the glory of the Lord went 
up from the midst of the oity, and 
stood upon the mountain which is on 
the east side of the oity. 

24 Afterwards the Spirit took me np, 
and brought me in a vision by the 
Spirit of God into Chaldea, to them 
or the captivity. 6o the vision that 
I had seen went up from me. 

25 Then I spake nnto them of the 
captivity all the things that the Lord 
had showed me. 

CHAPTER XIL 

The. type qf Eeekitfs removing -— EteJdeTi 
trembling shmoeth the Jews’ desolation. 
IIE word of the Lord also came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of mAn, thon dwellest in the 
midst of a rebellious house, which 
havo oyes to see, and Bee not; they 
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bare ears to hear, and hear not; for 
they are a rebellious house. 

3 Therefore, Ihou son of man, pre¬ 
pare thee BtufF for removing, and re¬ 
move by day in their sight; and thou 
shalt remove from thy place to another 
plaoe in their sight; it may be they 
will consider, though they be a rebel¬ 
lious house. 

4 Then shalt thou bring forth thy 
staff by day in their sight, as staff for 
removing ; and thon shalt go forth 
at even in their sight, as they that 
go forth into captivity. 

5 Dig thou through the wall in their 
Bight, and carry out thereby. 

6 In their sight shalt thou bear it 
□pon thy shoulders, and carry it 
forth in the twilight; thou shall 
cover thy face, that thou see not the 
gronnd; for I have set thee for a sign 
onto the honse of Israel. 

7 And I did so as I was commanded; 
I brought forth my stuff by day, bb 
stuff for captivity, and in the even I 
digged through the wall with mine 
hand; I brought it forth in the twi¬ 
light, and I bare it upon my shoul¬ 
der in their eight. 

8 And in the morning came the 
word of the Lord unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house 
of Israel, the rebellious house, said 
unto thee, What doest thou? 

10 Say thou unto them, Thus eaitb 
the Lord God; This burden concerneth 
the prince in Jerusalem, and all tho 
house of Israel that are among them. 

11 Say, I am your sign; like as I 
have done, so shall it be done nnto 
them; they shall remove and go into 
captivity. 

12 And the prince that is among 
them shall bear upon his shoulder in 
the twilight, and shall go forth; they 
shall dig through tbo wall to carry 
out thereby; he shall cover his face, 
that he see not the ground with his 
eyes. 

13 My net also will I spread upon 
him, and ho shall be taacn in my 
snare ; and I will bring him to Baby¬ 
lon to the land of the Chaldeans; 
yet shall he not see it, though he 
shall die there. 

14 And I will soatter toward every 
wind all that are about him to help 
him, and all his bands; and I will 
draw out the sword after them. 


15 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I shall scatter them 
among the nations, and disperse them 
in the countries. 

10 But I will leave a few men of 
them from the sword, from the famine, 
and from the pestilence; that they 
may declare all their abominations 
among the heathen whither the; 
come ; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

17 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came to me, e&ying, 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink thy water with 
trembling and with carefulness; 

19 And say nnto the people of the 
land, Thu9 aaith the Lord God of 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and of 
the land of Israel; They shall eat 
their bread with carefulness, and 
drink their water with astonishment, 
that her land may be desolate from 
all that is therein, because of the vio¬ 
lence of all them that dwell therein. 

20 And the cities that are inhabited 
shall be laid waste, and the land shall 
be desolate; and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

21 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

22 Son of man, what is that pro¬ 
verb that ye have in the land of Is¬ 
rael, saying, The days are prolonged, 
and every vision faileth 7 

23 Tell them therefore, Thus saith 
the Lord God; I will make this pro¬ 
verb to cease, and they shall no more 
uBe it as a proverb in Israel; but say 
unto them, Tho days are at hand, and 
the effect of every vision. 

24 For there shall be no more any 
vain vision nor flattering divination 
within the house of Israel. 

25 For I am the Lord ; I will speak, 
and the word that I shall speak shall 
come to pass; it shall be no more 

rolongea; for in your days, 0 ro- 
ollious house, will I say the word, 
and will perform it, saith the Lord 
God. 

26 Again the word of the Lord jauie 
to me, saying, 

27 Son of man, behold, they of the 
house of Israel Bay, The vision that 
he seeth is for many days to oome, 
and he prophesieth of the times that 
are far off. 

28 Therefore say unto them, Thai 
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Baith tho Lord God; There Bhall none 
of my words be prolonged any more, 
hut the word which I have spoken 
shall bo done, saith tho Lord God. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

The reproof of lying prophet* and prophet- 
curt. 

ND tho word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of Israel that prophesy, and 
a \y thou ud to them that prophesy out 
of their own hearts, Iloar ye the word 
of tho Lord; 

3 Thus sailh the Lord God; Woe 
unto the foolish prophets, that follow 
their own spirit, and have seen 
nothing ! 

4 0 Israel, tuy prophets are like 
tho foxes in the dosorts. 

5 Ye have not gone up into the 
gaps, neither made up the hedge for 
tho house of Israel to Btand in tho 
battle in tho clay of the Lord. 

0 They have seen vanity and lying 
divination, saying, Tho Lord saith ; 
and tho Lord hath not sent them; 
and thoy have made others to hope 
that they would oonGrm the word. 

7 Have yo not seen a vain vision, 
and have ye not spoken a lying divi¬ 
nation, whorcas ye Bay, The Lord 
Baith it; albeit I have not spoken 7 

8 Therefore thus Baith tho Lord 
God ; Because ye have Bpokon vanity, 
and seen lies, therefore, behold, T am 
against you, saith the Lord God. 

9 And mi no hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that 
divine lies; they shall not be in the 
assembly of my people, neither shall 
they be written in the writing of 
the house of Israol, neither shall they 
enter into the land of Israel; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord God. 

10 Because, even because they have 
seduced my people, saying, Peace; 
and there was no peace; and one 
built up a wall, and, lo, others daubed 
it with unteinpered mortar; 

11 Say unto them whioh dauh it 
with untempered mortar, that it shall 
fall; there shall be an overflowing 
shower; and yo, 0 great hailstones, 
shall fall; and a stormy wind shall 
rend it. 

12 Lo, when tho wall is fallen, shall 
it not be said unto you, Where is the 
daubing wherewith ye have daubod it? 


819 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; I will even rend it with a 
stormy wind in my fury; and there 
shall be an overflowing shower in 
mine anger, and great hailstones in 
my fury to consume it. 

14 So will I break down the wall 
that ye have daubed with untempored 
mortar, and bring it down to the 
ground, so that the foundation there¬ 
of shall bo discovered, and it shall 
fall, and ye shall be consumed in the 
midst thereof; and ye shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

15 Thus will I aooomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that 
have dauhed it with untempered 
mortar, and will say unto you, The 
wall is no more, neither they that 
daubed it; 

16 To wit, the prophets of Israel 
whioh prophesy concerning Jerusa¬ 
lem, and wnioh see visions of peaoe 
for her, and there is no peace, saith 
the Lord God. 

17 Likewise, thou son of man, set 
thy face against the daughters of thy 
poople, which prophesy out of their 
own heart; and prophesy thou against 
them, 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the women that sew 

illows to all armholes, and make 
erohiefs upon the head of every sta¬ 
ture to hunt souls 1 Will ye hunt the 
souls of my people, and will ye save 
the souls alive that come unto you 7 

19 And will yc pollute me among my 
people for handfuls of barley and for 
pieces of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die, and to save the sonls 
alivo that should not live, by your ly¬ 
ing to my people that hear your lies 7 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I am against your pil¬ 
lows, wherewith ye there hunt the 
souls to make them fly, and I will 
tear them from your arms, and will 
let the sonls go, even the Bonis that 
ye hunt to make them fly. 

21 Your korohiofs also will I tear, 
and delivor my people oat of yoar 
hand, and they shall he no more in 
your hand to be hunted ; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

22 Becauso with lies ye havo made 
the heart of the righteous sad, whom 
I havo not made sad; and strength¬ 
ened tho hands of the wicked, that 
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he should not return from his wicked 
way, by promising him life; 

23 Therefore ye shall see no more 
vanity, nor divine divinations; for I 
will deliver my people out of your 
hand; and ye Bhall know that I am 
the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Idolaters exhorted to repent—Sentence of far 
mine, noisome beasts, the ncord, and 
of pestilence—A remnant reserved for ex¬ 
ample . 

HEN came certain of the elders of 
Israel nnto me, and sat before me. 

2 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

3 Son of man, these men have set 
up their idols in their heart, and put 
the stumbling-block of their iniquity 
before their face; should I be inquired 
of at all by them ? 

4 Therefore speak unto them, and 
say unto them, Thns saith the Lord 
God; Every man of the house of Is¬ 
rael that setteth up his idols in his 
heart, and putteth the stnmbling- 
block of his iniquity before his face, 
and cometh to the prophet; I the Lord 
will answer him that cometh, accord¬ 
ing to the multitude of bis idols; 

5 That I may take the houBe of Is¬ 
rael in their own heart, because they 
are all estranged from me through 
their idols. 

0 Therefore say unto the house of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord God ; Re¬ 
pent, and turn yourselves from your 
idols ; and torn away your faces from 
all your abominations. 

7 For every one of the house of Is¬ 
rael, or of the stranger that sojourn- 
eth in Israel, which separateth him¬ 
self from me, and setteth up his idols 
in his heart, and putteth the stum¬ 
bling-block of his iniquity before his 
face, and cometh to a prophet to in¬ 
quire of him conoorning me; I the 
Lord will answer him by myself; 

8 And I will set my face against 
that man, and will make him a sign 
and a proverb, and I will cut him off 
from the midst of my people ; and ye 
Bhall know that I am the Lord. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived 
whon he hath spoken a thing, I the 
Lord have not deceived that prophet; 
therefore I will stretch out my hand 
upon him, and will destroy him from 
the midst of my people Israel. 

10 And they shall tear the punish¬ 


ment of their iniquity; the punish¬ 
ment of the prophet shall be even as 
the punishment of him that seeketh 
nnto him; 

11 That the house of Israel may go 
no more astray from me, neither be 
polluted any more with all their trans¬ 
gressions ; but that they may be my 
people, and I may be their Qod, saith 
the Lord God. 

12 The word of the Lord came again 
to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land sin 
neth against me by trespassing griev- 

: ously, then will I stretch out mine 
hand npon it, and will break the staff 
of the bread thereof, and will send 
famine upon it, and will cut off man 
and beast from it; 

14 Though these three men, Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they 
should deliver but their own sonls by 
their righteousness, saith the Lord 
God. 

15 If I cause noisome beasts to pass 
through the land, and they spoil it, 
so that it be desolate, that no man 
may pass through because of the 
beasts; 

16 Though these three men were in 
it, as I live, saith the Lord God, they 
shall deliver neither sons nor daugh¬ 
ters; they only shall be delivered, 
but the land shall be desolate. 

17 Or if I bring a sword upon that 
land, and say, Sword, go through the 
land; so that I cut off man and beast 
from it ; 

18 Though these three men were in 
it, as I live, saith the Lord God, they 
shall deliver neither sons nor daugh¬ 
ters, but they only shall be delivered 
themselves. 

19 Or if I send a pestilence into 
that land, and pour out my fury upon 
it m blood, to cutoff from it man and 
beast; 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, they shall deliver neither son nor 
daughter; they shall but deliver their 
own souls by their righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord God; 
How much more when I send my 
four sore judgments upon Jerusalem, 
the sword, and the famine, and the 
noisome hcast, and the pestilence, to 
out off from it man and beast 7 

22 Yet, behold, therein shall be left 
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\ remnant that shall be brought forth, 
both sons and daughters; behold, 
they Bhall come forth unto you, and 
ye shall see their way and their 
doings; and yo Bhall be comforted con¬ 
cerning tho evil that I havo brought 
upon Jerusalem, even concerning all 
that I have brought upon it. 

23 And they shall oomfort you, when 
ye see ifcoir ways and their doings; 
and ye Bhall know that I have not 
done without cause all that I have 
done in it, saith tho Lord God. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Rejection of Jerusalem. 

ND the word of tho Lord came 
unto mo, saying, 

2 Son of man, What is the vine 
tree more than any tree, or than a 
branch which is amoDg the troes of 
tho forest ? 

3 Shall wood be taken thereof to do 
any work ? or will men take a pin of 
it to bang any vessel thereon ? 

4 Behold, it is oast into the fire for 
fuel; tho fire devoureth both the ends 
cf it, and the midst of it is burned. 
Is it meet for any work ? 

5 Behold, when it was whole, it was 
meet for no work; how muoh less 
shall it be meet yet for any work, 
when the Are hath dovoured it, and 
it is hurnod ? 

6 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; As the vino tree among the trees 
of tho forest, which I have given to 
tho lire for fuel, so will I give the in¬ 
habitants of Jerusalem. 

7 And I will set my face against 
them ; they shall go out from one firo, 
and another fire shall devour them; 
and ye shall know that I am the Lord, 
whon I sot my face against them. 

8 And I will make the land deso¬ 
late, beoause they have oommittod a 
trespass, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Under the similitude of a wretched woman 
it showed the wicked state of Jerusalem ,— 
Mercy if promised her in the end. 

G A IN the word of the Lord earns 
unto mo, saying, 

2 Son of man, oause Jerusalem to 
know hor abominations, 

3 And say, Thus saith the Lord God 
unto Jerusalem; Thy birth and thy 
nativity is of tho land of Canaan; thy 
fathor was an Amorito, and thy 
mother a Hittite. 
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4 And as for thy nativity, in the 
day thou wast horn thy navel was 
not cut, neither wast thou washed in 
water to supple thee; thou wast not 
salted at all, nor swaddled at all. 

5 None eye pitied thee, to do any 
of these unto thee, to havo compassion 
upon thee; but thou wast cast out in 
the open field, to tho loathing of thy 

erson, in the day that thou wast 
or n. 

6 And when I passed by theo, and 
saw thee polluted in thine own blood, 
I said unto thee when thou wast in 
thy htood, Live; yea, I said unto thee 
when thou wast in thy blood, Live. 

7 I havo caused thee to multiply as 
the bud of the field, and thou hast in¬ 
creased and waxen great, and thou 
art come to excellent ornaments; thy 
breasts are fashioned, and thine hair 
is grown, whereas thon wast naked 
and bare. 

8 Now when 1 passed hy thee, and 
looked upon thee, behold, thy time 
was the time of love; and I spread 
my skirt over thee, and covered thy 
nakedness; yea, I aware unto thee, 
and entered into a covenant with 
tbee, saith the Lord God, and thou 
becamost mine. 

9 Then washed I thee with water; 
yea, I thoroughly washed away thy 
blood from thee, and I anointed thee 
with oil. 

10 I clothed thee also with hroider- 
cd work, and shod thee with hadgers’ 
skin, and I girded thee about with 
fine linen, and I covered thee with silk. 

11 I decked thee also with orna¬ 
ments, and I put braoelete upon thy 
hands, and a ohain on thy neck, 

12 And I put a jewel on thy fore¬ 
head, and earrings in thine ears, and 
a beautiful crown upon thine head. 

13 Thus wast thou deoked with 
gold and silver; and thy raiment was 
of fine linen, and silk, and broidered 
work; thou didst eat fine flour, and 
honey, and oil; and thou wast ex- 
oeeding boautiful, and thou didst 
prospor into a kingdom. 

14 And thy renown went forth 
among the heathen for thy beauty; 
for it was perfoot through my comeli¬ 
ness, which I had put upon thee, 
saith the Lord God. 

15 But thou didst trust In thine 
own hoauty, and playodst the harlot 
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oeoanse of Ihy renown, and pouredst 
out thy fornications on every one 
that passed by ; his it was. 

10 And of thy garments thon didst 
tako, and deckedst thy high placeB 
with divers colours, and playedst the 
harlot thereupon; tho like things 
shall not come, neither shall it be so. 

17 Thou hast also taken thy fair 
jewels of my gold and of my silver, 
which I had given thee, and madest 
to thyself images of men, and didst 
eommit whoredom with them, 

IS And tookest thy hroidered gar¬ 
ments, and coveredst them ; and thou 
hast set mine oil and mine incense 
before them. 

19 My moat also which I gave thee, 
fine flour, and oil, and honey, where¬ 
with I fed thee, thou hast evon set it 
before them for a sweet savour; and 
thus it was, saith the Lord God. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy sons 
and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
born unto me, and these hast thou 
sacrificed unto them to be devoured. Is 
this of thy whoredoms a small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my children, 
and deliverod them to cause them to 
pa9s through the fire for them ? 

22 And in all thine abominations 
and thy whoredoms thou hast not re¬ 
membered the days of thy youth, 
when thou wast naked and bare, and 
wast polluted in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! 
saith the Lord God,) 

24 That thou hast also built unto 
thee an eminent plaoe, and hast made 
thee a high place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy high place 
at every head of the way, and hast 
made thy beauty to be abhorred, and 
hast opened thy feet to every one 
that passed by, and multiplied thy 
whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also oominitted forni- 
oation with the Egyptians thy neigh¬ 
bours, great of Aesn; and hast in¬ 
creased thy whoredoms, to provoke 
me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretch¬ 
ed out my hand over thee, and have 
diminished tbine ordinary food, and 
delivered thee unto the will of them 
that hate thee, the daughters of the 
Philistines, whioh are ashamed of thy 
(ewd way. 


28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the Assyrians, because thou 
wast unsalable; yea, thou hast 
played the harlot with them, and yet 
couldest not be satisfied. 

29 Thou host moreover multiplied 
thy fornication in the land of Canaan 
unto Chaldea ; and yet thou wast not 
satisfied herewith. 

30 How weak is thine beart, saith 
the Lord God, seeing thou'doe9t all 
these things, the work of an impe¬ 
rious whorish woman; 

31 In that thou buildest thine emi¬ 
nent place in the head of every way, 
and makest thine high place in every 
street; and hast not been as a harlot, 
in that thon soornest hire ; 

32 But as a wife that oommitteth 
adultery, which taketh strangers in¬ 
stead of her husband ! 

33 They give gifts to all whores; 
but thou givest thy gifts to all tby 
lovers, and hirest them, that they 
may oome unto thee on every side 
for thy whoredom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, 
whereas none followeth thee to com¬ 
mit whoredoms; and in that thon 
givest a reward, and no roward i9 given 
unto thee, therefore thou art contrary. 

35 Wherefore, 0 harlot, hear the 
word of the Lord; 

36 Thus saith the Lord God; Be- 
oauso thy filthiness was poured out, 
and thy nakedness discovered through 
thy whoredoms with thy lovers, and 
with all the idols of thy abominations, 
and by the blood of thy ohildrcn, 
whioh thou didst give unto them ; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather 
all thy lovers, with whom thou hast 
taken pleasure, and all thorn that 
thou hast loved, with all them that 
thou hast hated ; I will even gather 
them round about against thee, and 
will discover thy nakedness unto them, 
that they may see all thy naked¬ 
ness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as women 
that break wedlook and shed blood 
are judged; and I will give ther 
blood in fury and jealousy. 

39 And I will also give thee int* 
their hand, and they shall throw down 
thine eminent plaoe, and shall break 
down thy high plaoea; they shaH 
strip theo also of thy olothos, and 
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-hall taku thy fair Jewels, And leave 
(lire naked and bare. 

4 0 They shall also bring up a com¬ 
pany against Ihoo, and thoy shall 
Ftono liioo with stones, and thrust 
thee through with their swords. 

•11 And thoy shall burn thine houses 
with fire, and execute judgments up¬ 
on thee in the Bight of many women; 
and I will cause thee to cease from 
playing the hadot, And thou also 
shalt give no hire any more. 

42 So will I mako my fury toward 
thee to rest, and my jealousy shall 
depart from thee, and I will be quiet, 
and will be no more angry. 

43 Because thou hast not remem¬ 
bered the days of tby youth, but hast 
fretted me in all theso things ; behold, 
therefore I also will reoomponse thy 
way upon thino head, saith tho Lord 
God; and thou ahalt not commit 
IhiB lowdness above all thino abomi¬ 
nations. 

44 Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use this proverb against 
thee, saying, As is tho mothor, so is 
her daughter. 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
(hat loathclh her husbnud and her 
children; and thou art the sister of 
(hy sistors, which loathed their hus¬ 
bands and their children ; your mo¬ 
thor was a Hittite, and your father an 
Amorito. 

46 And tbine elder sister is Samaria, 
she and her daughtorB that dwell at 
tby left hand ; and thy younger sister, 
that dwelloth at thy right hand, is 
Sodom and her daughters. 

47 Yet haBt thou not w&lkod after 
their ways, nor done after their abom¬ 
inations ; but, as if that were a very 
little thing, thou wasl corrupted more 
than thoy in all thy ways. 

48 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
Sod :>m thy sister hath not dono, she 
nor her daughters, as thou hast done, 
thou and thy daughters. 

19 Bohold, this was the iniquity of 
thy sister Sodom, pride, fulness of 
bread, and abundance of idlenoss was 
in hor and in hor daughters, neither 
did sbe strengthen tho hand of the 
poor and needy. 

50 And they worehaugbty, and com¬ 
mitted abomination bofore mo ; there¬ 
fore I took them away, as I saw good. 

51 Noithor hath Samariaoommitted 
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half of thy sins ; but thou hast multi 
plied thine abominations more thai 
they, and hast justified thy sisters i; 
all thine abominations which thoi 
hast done. 

52 Thou also, which hast judged thy 
sisters, hear tbine own shame for thy 
sins that thon hast committed uiort 
abominable than they ; they aro mori 
righteous than thou; yea, bo tho* 
confounded also, and bear thy sbarut 
in that tbou hast justified thy sisten 

53 When I shall bring again theii 
captivity, the captivity of Sodom and 
her daughters, and the captivity of 
Samaria and her daughters, then will 
I bring again the captivity of thy 
captives in the midst of thorn ; 

54 That thou mayest bear thine own 
shame, and mayest he confounded in 
all that thou hast done, in that thou 
art a comfort unto them. 

55 Whon thy sisters, Sodom and her 
daughters, shall return to their former 
estate, and Samaria and her daughters 
shall return to their former estate, 
then thou and thy daughters shall re¬ 
turn to your former estate. 

50 For thy sister Sodom was not 
mentioned by thy mouth in the day 
of thy pride, 

57 Before thy wiokedness was dis¬ 
covered, as at tho timo of thy reproach 
of tho daughters of Syria, and all 
that are round about her,the daughters 
of tho Philistines, which despiso thee 
round about. 

59 Thou hast borne thy lewdness and 
tbine abominations, saith the Lord. 

59 For thus saith the Lord God; I 
will oven deal with theo as thou hast 
done, which hast despised the oath 
in broaking the oovenant. 

00 Nevertheless, I will remember 
my covenant with thee in the days of 
thy youth, and I will establish unto 
thee an everlasting covenant. 

Cl Then thon shalt remember tby 
ways, aud bo ashamed, when thou 
Bhalt receive thy sisters, thino elder 
and thy younger; and I will give 
them unto theo for daughters, but not 
by thy covenant. 

02 And I will establish my covenant 
with thee ; and thou shalt know that 
I am the Lord; 

63 That thou mayest remember, and 
be oonfounded, and never open thy 
mouth any more bconuse of thj 
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shame, when I am pacified toward 
thee for all that thou hast done, saith 
the Lord God. 

CUAPTER XVII. 

Parable of two eagle*, a vine, and a cedar. 
ND the word of the Lord came 
uuto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, and 
speak a parable unto the house of 
Israel; 

3 And say. Thus saith tho Lord 
God; A great eagle with great wings, 
long winged, full of feathers, which 
had divers colours, came unto Leba¬ 
non, and took the highest branch of 
the cedar; 

4 He cropped off the top of his 
young twigs, and oarried it into a 
land of traffic; ho set it in a city of 
merohants. 

5 He took also of the seed of the 
land, and planted it in a fruitful field; 
he placed it by great waters, and set 
it as a willow tree. 

6 And it grow, and became a 
spreading vine of low stature, whose 
branches turned toward him, and the 
roots thereof were under him; so it 
became a vine, and brought forth 
hranohos, and shot forth sprigs. 

7 There was also another great eagle 
with great wings and many feathers; 
and, behold, this vine did bend her 
roots toward him, and shot forth her 
branches toward him, that he might 
water it hy the furrows of her plan¬ 
tation. 

8 It was planted in a good soil by 
great waters, that it might bring forth 
branohes, and that it might bear fruit, 
that it might be a goodly vine. 

9 Say thou, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Shall it prospor 7 shall he not 
pull up tho roots thereof, and cut off 
the fruit thereof, that it wither 7 it 
shall wither in all the leaves of her 
spring, even without great power or 
many people to pluck it np by the 
roots tnoreof. 

10 Tea, behold, being planted, shall 
it prosper? shall it not utterly wither, 
when the east wind toucheth it? it 
shall wither in the furrows whore it 
grew. 

11 Moreover the word of the Lord 
oame unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to the rebellious house. 
Know ye not what these things mean? 
tell them, Behold, the king of Babylon 


is come to Jerusalem, and hath taken 
the king thereof, and the princes there¬ 
of, and led them with him to Babylon. 

13 And hath taken of the king's 
seed, and made a covenant with him, 
and hath taken an oath of him ; ho 
hath also taken the mighty of the land; 

14 That the kingdom might be base, 
that it might not lift itself up, hut 
that by keeping of his covenant it 
might stand. 

15 But he rebelled against him in 
sending his ambassadors into Egypt, 
that they might give him horses and 
much people. Shall he prosper 7 shall 
he escape that doeth such things? or 
shall he break the covenant, and be 
delivered? 

16 As 1 live, saith the Lord God, 
Burely in the place where the king 
dwelleth that made him king, whose 
oath he despised, and whose covenant 
he brake, oven with him in the midst 
of Babylon he shall die. 

17 Neither shall Pharaoh with his 
mighty army and great company 
make for him in the war, by casting 
up mounts, and building forts, to out 
off many persona; 

IS Seeing he despised the oath by 
breaking the covenant, when, lo, he 
had given his hand, and hath done 
all these things, he shall not escape. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; As I live, surely mine oath 
that he hath despised, and my cove¬ 
nant that he hath broken, even it 
will I recompense upon his own head. 

20 And I will spread my Det upon 
him, and he shall be taken in my 
snare, and I will bring him to Baby¬ 
lon, and will plead with him there 
for his trespass that he hath tres¬ 
passed against me. 

21 And all his fugitives with all his 
bands shall fall by the sword, and 
they that remain shall be scattered 
toward all winds; and ye shall know 
that I the Lord have spoken it. 

22 Thus saith the Lord God; I will 
also take of the highest branch of the 
high oedar, and will set it; I will 
orop off from the top of his young 
twigs a tender one, and will plant it 
upon a high mountain and eminent; 

23 In the mountain of the height 
of Israel will I plant it; and it shall 
bring forth boughs, and bear fruit, 
and bo a goodly cedar; and uoder 
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it shall dwell all fowl of every wing; 
in the shadow of the branohes thereof 
shall they dwell. 

24 And all the trees of the field 
shall know that I the Lord have 
brought down the high tree, havo 
exalted the low tree, have dried up 
the green tree, and have made the 
dry tree to flourish; I the Lord have 
spoken and have done it. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

Th( ur\just parabU of tour graptt. 
rnilE word of the Lord came unto 

1 mo again, saying, 

2 What moan yc, that ye use this 
proverb concerning the land of Israel, 
saying, The fathers have eaten Bour 
grapes, and the children's teeth are 
set on edgo * 

3 As I live, enith the Lord God, ye 
shall not have occasion any more to 
uso this proverb in Israel. 

-1 Behold, all souls are mine; as the 
soul of the father, so also the soul of 
the son is mine; the soul that Bin- 
neth, it shall die. 

5 But if a man be just, and do that 
which is lawful and right, 

6 And hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols of the house of Is¬ 
rael, neither hath defiled his neigh¬ 
bour's wife, noither hath come near 
to a menstruous woman, 

7 Aod hath not oppressed any, but 
hath rostored to the dobtor his pledge, 
bath spoiled nono by violenco, hath 
given his bread to the hungry,and hath 
covered the naked with a garment; 

6 He that hath not given forth upon 
usury, neither hath taken any in¬ 
crease, that hath withdrawn his hand 
from iniquity, hath executed true 
judgment between man and man, 

9 Hath walked in my statutes, and 
hath kept my judgments, to deal 
truly ; ho is just, he shall surely live, 
saith the Lord God. 

10 If he beget a son that is a rob¬ 
ber, a shedder of blood, and that 
docth the like to any one of these 
things, 

11 And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and dofiled his neigh¬ 
bour's wife, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
neody, hath spoiled by violenoo, hath 
not restored tho plodgo, and bath 


lifted np his eyes to the idols, hath 
committed abomination 

13 noth given forth upon usury, and 
hath taken increase; shall he then 
livo? he shall not live; ho hath done 
all these abominations; he shall surely 
die; his blood shall bo upon him. 

14 Now, lo, if he beget a son, that 
sccth all his father’s sins which he 
hath dono, and oonsidereth, and doeth 
not such like, 

15 That hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up his 
eyes to the idols of the house of Is¬ 
rael, bath not defiled his neighbour’s 
wife, 

16 Neither hath oppressed any, 
hath not withbolden the pledge, nei¬ 
ther hath spoiled by violence, but 
hath given his bread to the hungry, 
and hath covered the naked with a 
garment, 

17 That hath taken off his hand 
from tho poor, that hath not received 
usury nor increase, hath executed my 
judgments, hath walkod in my stat¬ 
utes; he shall not die for the iniquity 
of his father, he shall surely live. 

18 As for his father, because he 
cruelly oppressed, spoiled his brother 
by violence, and did that which is 
not good among his people, lo, even 
he shall die in his iniquity. 

19 Yet say ye, Why? doth not the 
Bon bear the iniquity of the father? 
When the son hath done that which 
is lawful and right, and hath kept all 
my statutes, and hath done them, he 
shall surely live. 

20 The soul that sinneth, it shall 
dio. Tho son shall not bear the in¬ 
iquity of the father, neither shall tho 
father bear the iniquity of the son ; 
the righteousness of the righteous 
shall be upon him, and the wiokedness 
of the wioked shall he upon him. 

21 But if the wicked will turn from 
all his sins that he hath committed, 
and keep all my statutes, and do that 
whioh is lawful and right, he shall 
surely live, he shall not die. 

22 All his transgressions that he 
hath committed, they shall not be men¬ 
tioned unto him; in his righteousness 
that ho hath done he shall live. 

23 Have I any pleasure at all that 
tho wicked should die ? saith the 
Lord God; and not that he should 
return from his ways, and live ? 
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24 Bat when the righteous turneth 
away from hie righteousness, and 
oommitteth iniquity, and doeth ac¬ 
cording to all tne abominations that 
the wicked man doeth, shall he live ? 
All his righteousness that ho hath 
done shall not be mentioned; in his 
trespass that he hath trespassed, and 
in his sin that he hath sinned, in 
them shall he die. 

25 Yet ye say, The way of the Lord 
is not equal. Hear now, 0 house of 
Israel; Is not my way equal ? are 
not your ways unequal ? 

20 When a righteous man turneth 
away from his righteousness, end 
committeLh iniquity, and dicth in 
them ; for his iniquity that he hath 
done shall he die. 

27 Again, when the wicked man 
turneth away from his wickednees 
that he hath committed, and doeth 
(hat which is lawful and right, he 
shall save his soul alive. 

26 Because he considerelh, and 
tnrneth away from all his transgres¬ 
sions that he hath committed, he 
shall surely live, he shall not die. 

29 Yet saith the house of Israel, The 
way of the Lord is not equal. 0 
house of Israel, arc not my ways 
equal? are not your ways unequal ? 

30 Therefore I will judge you, 0 
house of Israel, every one according 
to hiB ways, saith the Lord Qod. Re¬ 
pent, and turn yourselves from all 
your transgressions; so iniquity shall 
not be your ruin. 

31 CaBt away from yon all your 
transgressions,wherehy ye have trans¬ 
gressed; and make you a new heart 
and a new spirit; for why will ye 
die, 0 house of Israel ? 

32* For I have no pleasure in the 
death of him that aieth, saith the 
Lord Qod; wherefore turn ye and 
live. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Parable, qf litmf whelps— The parable <j f a 
wasted vine, 

OREOVER, take thou up a la¬ 
mentation for the princes of Is¬ 
rael, 

2 And say, What Is thy mother? 
A lioness; she lay down among lions, 
she nourished her whelps among 
young lions. 

9 And she brought up one of her 
whelps * it became a young lion, and 


it learned to catch the prey; It de¬ 
voured men. 

4 The nations also heard of him; 
he was taken in their pit, and they 
brought him with chains unto the 
land of Egypt. 

5 Now when she saw that sbe had 
waited, and her hope was lost, then 
she took another of her whelps, and 
made him a young lion. 

0 And he went up and down among 
the lions, he became a young lion, 
and learned to catch the prey, and 
devoured men. 

7 And he knew their desolato pal¬ 
aces, and he laid waste their cities; 
and the land was desolate, and the 
fulnesB thereof, by the noise of hii 
roaring. 

9 Then the nations set against him 
on every side from the provinces, and 
spread their net over him; he was 
taken in their pit. 

9 And they put him in ward in 
chains, and brought him to the king 
of Babylon; they brought him into 
holds, that his voice should no more be 
heard upon the mountains of Israel. 

10 Thy mother is like a vine in thy 
blood, planted by the waters ; she was 
fruitful and full of branches by reason 
of many waters. 

11 And she had strong rods for the 
sceptres of them that bare rule, and 
her stature was exalted among the 
thick branches, and she appeared in 
her height with the multitude of her 
branches. 

12 But she was plucked np in fury, 
she was cast down to the ground, and 
the east wind dried np her fruit; her 
strong rods were broken and withered; 
the fire consumed them. 

13 And now she is planted iu the wil¬ 
derness, in a dry and thirsty ground. 

14 And fire is gone out of a rod of 
her branohes, which hath devoured 
her frait, so that sbe hath no Btroug 
rod to be a sceptre to rule This ii 
a lamentation, and shall be for a 
lamentation. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Israel's rebellions—Ood promixlh to qoQut 
them, 

ND it OAme to pass in the seventh 
year, in the fifth month, the 
tenth day of the month, that oertain 
of the elders of Israel came to inquin 
of the Lord, and sat before me. 
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2 Then came the word of tho Lord 
uDto mo, saying, 

3 Son of man, apeak unto the elders 
of Israel, and Bay unto them, Thus 
eaith Ibo Lord God; Are ye oome to 
inquiro of me? As I live, saith tbe 
Lord God, I will not bo inquired of 
by you. 

4 Wilt thou judge them, son of man, 
wilt (liou judge them? oause them 
to know the abominations of their 
fathers; 

5 And pay unto them, Thus saith 
tbe Lord God; In the day when I 
chose Israel, and lifted up mine hand 
unto the seed of the houso of Jacob, 
and made myself known unto them 
in tho land «f Egypt, when I lifted 
up mine band unto them, saying, I 
am the Lord your God; 

(j In tho day that I lifted up mine 
hand unto them, to bring them forth 
of the land of Egypt into a land that 
I bad espied for them, flowing with 
milk and honey, whioh is the glory 
of all landB; 

7 Then said I unto thorn, Cast yo 
away every man the abominations 
of his eyos, and dofilo not yourselves 
with tho idols of Egypt; I am the 
Lord your God. 

8 But thoy rohellod against me, and 
would not hearken unto me; they 
did not every man oast away the 
abominations of their eyes, neither 
did they forsake the idols of Egypt; 
then I said, I will pour out my fury 
upon thorn, to aooompliah my anger 
against them in the midst of the land 
of Egypt. 

0 But I wrought for my name’s sake, 
that it Bbould not bo polluted before 
the hcathon, among whom they were, 
in whose sight I made myself known 
unto them, in bringing them forth out 
of the land of Egypt. 

10 Wherefore I oaused them to go 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
brought them into tho wilderness. 

11 And I gave them my statutes, 
and showed them my judgments, 
whioh if a man do, he shall even live 
m them. 

12 Moreover also I gave thorn my 
sabbalbs, to be a sign betweon me 
and them, that thoy might know that 
I am tho Lord that sanctify them. 

13 But the house of Israel rebelled 
againat mo in the wilderness; they 


walked not in my statutes, and they 
dcBpiscd my judgments, whioh if a 
man do, ho shall even livo in them; 
and my sabbaths thoy greatly pol¬ 
luted; then I said, I would pour out 
my fury upon them in tho wilderness, 
to consume them. 

14 But I wrought for my name’s 
sako, that it should not be polluted 
before the heathen, in whose sight J 
brought them out. 

15 Yet also I lifted up my hand unto 
them in the wilderness, that I would 
not bring them into the land which T 
had given them, flowing with milk and 
honey, which is tho glory of all lands; 

Id Booause they despised my judg¬ 
ments, and walked not in my stat¬ 
utes, but polluted my sabbaths; for 
their heart went after their idols. 

17 Nevertheless mine eye spared 
them from destroying them, neithor 
did I make an end of them in the 
wilderness. 

18 But I said unto their ohildren in 
the wilderness. Walk ye not in the 
statutes of your fathers, neither ob¬ 
serve their judgments, nor defile your¬ 
selves with their idols; 

19 I am the Lord your God; walk 
in my statutes, and keep my judg¬ 
ments, and do thorn; 

20 And hallow my sabbaths; »nd 
they shall be a sign between mo and 
you, that ye may know that I am the 
Lord your God. 

21 Notwithstanding, tho children 
rebelled against me; they walked not 
in my statutes, neither kept my judg¬ 
ments to do them, which if a man 
do, he shall oven livo in them; they 
polluted my sabbaths; then I said, I 
would pour out my fury upon them, 
to accomplish my anger against them 
in tho wilderness. 

22 Nevertheless I withdrew mine 
hand, and wrought for my name's 
sako, that it should not bo polluted 
in the sight of the heathen, in whose 
sight I brought them forth. 

23 I lifted up mino hand unto them 
also in the wildcrnoss, that I would 
scatter them among the heathen, and 
disperse them through tho countries; 

24 Becauso thoy had not oxeouted 
my judgments, but had despised my 
statutes, and had polluted my sab¬ 
baths, and their eyes woro aftor their 
fathers’ idola. 
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25 Wherefore I gave them &1bo stat¬ 
utes that were not good, and judg¬ 
ments whereby they ehonld not live; 

26 And I polluted them in their own 
gifts, in that they caused to pass 
through the fire all that openeth the 
womb, that I might make them deso¬ 
late, to the end that they might know 
that I am the Lord. 

27 Therefore, son of man, speak 
onto the bouse of Israel, and say unto 
them, Thns saith the Lord Qod; Tet 
in this your fathers have blasphemed 
me, in that they have committed a 
trespass against me. 

26 For when I bad brought them 
into the land, for the which I lifted 
□p mine hand to give it to them, then 
they saw every high hill, and all the 
thick trees, and they offered thero 
their sacrifices, and there they pre¬ 
sented the provocation of their offer¬ 
ing; there also they made their sweet 
savour, and poured out there their 
drink offerings. 

29 Then I said nnto them, What is 
the high place whereunto ye go? And 
the name thereof is called Hamah 
unto this day. 

30 Wherefore say unto the house of 
Israel; Thus saith the Lord God; To 
arc polluted after the manner of your 
fathers, and ye commit whoredom 
after their abominations. 

31 For when ye offer your gifts, 
when ye make your boob to pass 
through the fire, ye pollute yonrselves 
with all your idols, even unto this 
day; and shall I be inquired of by 
you, 0 house of Israel? As I live, 
saith the Lord God, I will not be in¬ 
quired of by you. 

32 And that which cometh into your 
mind shall not he at all, that ye say, 
We will be as the heathen, as the 
families of the countries, to serve 
wood and stone. 

33 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
surely with a mighty hand and with 
a stretched-out arm, and with fury 
poured out, will I rule over you; 

34 And I will bring you out from 
the people, and will gather you out 
of the countries wherein ye are scat¬ 
tered, with a mighty hand, and with 
a stretched-out arm, and with fury 
poured out. 

35 And I will bring you into the 
wilderness of the people, and there 


will I plead with you face to faoe. 

36 Like as I pleaded with youi 
fathers in the wilderness of the land 
of Egypt, so will I plead with you, 
saith the Lord God. 

37 And I will cause yoa to pass 
under the rod, and I will hring yoo 
into the bond of the covenant; 

38 And I will purge out from among 
yon the rebels, and them that trans¬ 
gress against me; I will bring them 
forth out of the country where they 
sojourn, and they shall not enter 
into the land of Israel; and ye shall 
know that I am Iho Lord. 

39 As for you, 0 house of Israel, 
thus saith the Lord God; Go ye, 
serve ye every one his idols, and 
hereafter also, if ye will not hearken 
unto me; bnt pollute ye my holy 
name no more with your gifts, and 
with your idols. 

40 For in mine holy mountain, in 
the mountain of the height of Israel, 
saith the Lord God, there shall all 
the Louse of Israel, all of them in the 
land, serve me; there will I accept 
them, and there will I require your 
offerings, and the first-fruits of your 
oblations, with all your holy things. 

41 I will accept you with your sweet 
savour, when I bring you out from 
the people, and gathef you out of the 
countries wherein ye have been scat¬ 
tered ; and I will be sanctified in you 
before the heathen. 

42 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I shall bring you into 
the land of Israel, into the country 
for the which I lifted up mine hand 
to give it to yonr fathers. 

43 And there shall ye remember 
your ways, and all your doings, where¬ 
in yo have been defiled; and ye shall 
loathe yourselves in yonr own sight for 
all your evils that ye have committed. 

44 And ye shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I have wrought with 
you for my name's sake, not accord¬ 
ing to your wicked ways, nor accord¬ 
ing to yonr corrupt doings, 0 ye 
house of Israel, saith the Lord God. 

45 Moreover the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

46 Son of man, set thy face toward 
the south, and drop thy word toward 
the south, and prophesy against the 
forest of the south fiold; 

47 And say to the forest of the 
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-uuili. Hoar the word of the Lord ; t 
'I'li«i:* sailh the Lord Qod; Behold, 

I will kindlu a fire in thee, and it 
.'hull devour every green tree in thee, 
and every dry tree; the flaming 
flume shall not be quenched, and all 
faces from tho south to Lho north 
shall be burned therein. 

48 And all flesh shall see that I the 
Lord have kindled it; it shall not bo 
quenched. 

•19 Then said I, Ah Lord God! they 
suy of me, Doth he not speak parables ? 
CHAPTER XXI. 

A sign of sighing — '17u sharp, bright tword. 
ND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face toward 
Jerusalem, ard drop thy word toward 
the holy places, and prophosy against 
the laud of Israel, 

3 And say to tho land of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord; Behold, I am 
against thee, and will draw forth my 
sword out of his sheath, and will cut 
off from thee the righteous and tho 
wicked. 

4 Seeing then that I will cut off 
from thee the righteous and the 
wicked, therefore shall my sword go 
forth out of his sheath against all 
flesh from the south to (ho north ; 

5 That all flesh may know that I 
tho Lord have drawn forth my sword 
out of his sheath ; it shall not return 
aDy moro. 

6 Sigh therefore, thou son of man, 
with tho breaking of thy loins; and 
with bitterness sigh before their eyes. 

7 And it shall be, when they say 
unto thee, Wherefore sighest thou? 
that thou shalt answer, For the tid¬ 
ings, because it cometh; and every 
heart shall melt, and all hands shall 
be feeblo, and evory spirit shall faint, 
and all knees shall be weak as wa¬ 
ter; behold, it oomoth, and shall bo 
brought to pass, saith tho Lord God. 

8 Again the word of the Lord came 
unto me, Baying, 

9 Son of man, prophesy, and say, 
Thus Baith the Lord ; Say, A sword, a 
sword is sharpened,and also furbished; 

10 It is sharpened to make a sore 
slaughter; it is furbished that it may 
glitter; should we then make mirth? 
It oontomnoth tho rod of my son, as 
every treo. 

11 And be hath givon it to be fur¬ 


bished, that it may be bandied; this 
sword is sharpened, aDd it is furbishod, 
to givo it into tho hand of tho slayer. 

12 Cry and howl, son of man; for 
it shall be upon my people, it shall 
be upon all the princes of Israel: 
terrors by reason of the sword shall 
be upon my people; smite therefore 
upon thy thigh. 

13 Because it is a trial, and what if 
the sword contemn even the rod ? it 
shall be no moro, saith the Lord God. 

14 Thou thcreforo, son of man, 
prophesy, and smite thine hands to¬ 
gether, and lot tho sword be doubled 
the third time, the sword of the slain ; 
it is tho sword of tho great men that 
are slain, which enterelh into their 
privy chambers. 

15 1 have set the point of the sword 
against all their gales, that their 
heart may faint, and their ruins be 
multiplied; ah! it is made bright, it 
is wrapped up for the slaughter. 

10 Go thee one way or other, either 
on the right hand, or on the left, 
whithersoever thy face iB set. 

17 I will also smite mine hands 
together, and I will cause my fury to 
rest; I the Lord have said it. 

18 The word of the Lord came unto 
mo again, saying, 

19 Also, thon son of man, appoint 
thee two ways, that the sword of the 
king of Babylon may come; both 
twain shall come forth out of one 
land ; and choose thou a place, choose 
it at tho head of the way to the city. 

20 Appoint a way, that the sword 
may oomo to Rabbath of tho Am- 
mouitos, and to Judah in Jerusalem 
the defcnced. 

21 For tho king of Babylon stood 
at tho parting of the way, at the head 
of the two ways, to use divination ; he 
made his arrows bright, he consulted 
with images, he looked in the liver. 

22 At his right hand was tho divi¬ 
nation for Jerusalem, to appoint 
captains, to open the mouth in the 
slaughter, to lift up the voioe with 
shouting, to appoint battering-rams 
against the gates, to oast a mount, 
and to build a fort. 

23 And it shall be unto them as a 
false divination in their sight, to 
them that have sworn oaths; but he 
will call to romembranoe tho iniquity, 
that they may be taken. 
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24 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because ye have made your 
iniquity to be remembered, in that 
vour transgressions are discovered, bo 
that in all your doings your ains do 
appear; because, I say, that yo aro 
come to remembrance, ye shall he 
taken with the hand. 

25 And thou, profaue wicked princo 
of Israel, whose day is come, when 
iniquity shall have an end, 

26 Thus saith the Lord God; Re-^ 
move the diadem, and take off thei 
crown; this shall not be the samc;t 
exalt him that is low, and abase him' 
that is high. 

27 I will overturn, overturn, over¬ 
turn it; and it shall be no more, 
until he come whose right it is; and 
I will give it him. 

28 And thon, son of man, prophesy 
and say, Thus saith the Lord God 
concerning the Ammonites, and con¬ 
cerning their reproach; even say 
thou, The sword, the sword is drawn; 
for the slaughter it is furbished, to 
consume because of the glittering ; 

20 While they see vanity unto thee, 
whilo thoy divine a lie unto thee, to 
bring thee upon the necks of them 
that are slain, of the wicked, whose 
day is come, when their iniquity shall 
have an end. 

30 Shall I cause it to return into 
his sheath? I will judge thee in the 

[ dace where thou wast created, in the 
and of thy nativity. 

31 And I will pour out mine indig¬ 
nation upon thee ; I will blow against 
thee in the fire of my wrath, and 
deliver thee into tho hand of brutish 
men, and Bkilful to destroy. 

32 Thou shalt be for fuel to tho 
fire; thy blood shall be in the midst 
of the land; thou shalt be no more 
rememberod; for I the Lord have 
spoken it. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

A catalogue qf tins in Jerusalem—The gene¬ 
ral corruption. 

OREOVER Lhe word of the Lord 
oame unto me, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, wilt thou 
judge, wilt thou judge the bloody 
city ? yea, thou shalt show her all hor 
abominations. 

3 Then say thou, Thus saith the 
Lord God; The oity sheddelh blood 
in the inidBt of it, that her time may 


joome, and maketh idols against her¬ 
self to defile herself. 

4 Thou art become guilty in thy 
blood that thou hast ehed ; and hast 
defiled thyself in thine idols which 
thon hast made; and thou hast caused 
thy days to draw near, and art come 
even unto thy years; therefore have 
I made thee a reproach unto the 
heathen, and a mocking to all coun¬ 
tries. 

5 Those that be near, and those that 
be far from thee, shall mock thee, 
which art infamous and much vexed. 

6 Behold, the princes of Israel, 
every one were in thee to their power 
to shed blood. 

7 In thee have they set light by 
father and mother; in tho midst of 
thee have they dealt by oppression 
with tho stranger; in thee have they 
vexed the fatherless and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy 
things, and hast profaned my sab¬ 
baths. 

9 In thee are men that carry talcs 
to shed blood; and in thee they eat 
upon the mountains; in the midst of 
thee they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered 
their fathers’ nakedness; in thee have 
they humbled her that was set apart 
for pollution. 

11 And one hath committed abom¬ 
ination with his neighbour’s wife; 
and another hath lewdly defiled his 
daughter-in-law ; and another in thee 
hath humbled his sister, his father’s 
daughter. 

12 In thee havo they taken gifts to 
shed blood; thou hast taken usury 
and increase, and thou hast greedily 
gained of thy neighbours by extortion, 
and hast forgotten me, saith the Lord 

iGod. 

13 Behold, therefore I have smitten 
mine hand at thy dishonest gain w hich 
I thou hast made, and at thy blood 
which hath been in the midst of thee. 
j 14 Can thine heart endure, or can 
thine hands be strong, in the days 
that I shall deal with thee ? I the 
Lord have spoken it, and will do it 

15 And I will scatter thee among 
the heathen, and disperso thee in the 
countries, and will consume thy fiithi- 
dcss out of thee. 

16 And thou shalt take thine in¬ 
heritance in thyself in the sight of 
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the heathen, and thou shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

17 And tho word of tho Lord caino 
unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, the houso of Israel 
is to me become dross; all they are 
brass, and tin, nnd iron, and lead, in 
the midst of the furnaoo; they are 
even the dross of silver. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
(l id ; Because yo are all become dross, 
behold, therefore I will gnthor you 
into the midst of Jerusalem. 

20 As they gather silver, und brass, 
and iron, and lead, and tin, into tho 
midst of tho furnace, to blow the fire 
upon it, to melt it; so will I gather 
you in min** angor and in my fury, 
and I will leave you there, and melt 
you. 

21 Yea, I will gathor you, and blow 
upon you in the fire of my wrath, and 
ye shall bo melted in tho midst thereof. 

22 As silver is melted in tho midst 
of the furnace, so shall ye be melted 
in the midst thereof; and ye shall 
know that I the Lord havo poured 
out my fury upon you. 

28 And the word of tho Lord came 
unto mo, saying, 

21 Son of man, say unto her. Thou 
art Lho land that is not oloanBod, nor 
rained upon in tho day of indignation. 

25 There i 0 a conspiracy of her pro¬ 
phets in the midst thereof, like a 
roaring lion ravening tho prey; they 
havo dovoured souls ; they havo ta¬ 
ken the treasure and prooiouB things; 
they have made her many widows in 
lho midst thereof. 

26 Ilcr priests have violatod my 
law, and have profaned mine holy 
things; thoy have put no difference 
between the holy and profane, neither 
have thoy showed difference betwoon 
the unolean and tho oloan, and have 
hid their eyes from my sabbaths, and 
I a® profaned among them. 

27 Hor prinoos in tho midst thereof 
are like wolves ravening the prey, to 
shed blood, and to dostroy sonls, to 
get dishonest gain. 

28 And her prophets have daubed 
them with untompored mortar, seeing 
vanity, and divining lies unto them, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord God, 
when the Lord hath not spoken. 

29 The peoplo of tho land have used 
oppression, and exercised robbery, 
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and have vexed the poor and needy; 
yea, thoy have oppressed the stranger 
wrongfully. 

30 And I sought for a man among 
theui, that should make up the hedge, 
and stand in the gap before rne for 
the land, that I should not destroy it; 
but I found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out mine 
indignation upon them; I have con¬ 
sumed them with the fire of my wrath; 
their own way have I recompensed 
upon their hcad9, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

Aholah and Aholibah—Tht prophet rcpruiy 
eUi their adulteries. 

1IE word of tho Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, there were two wo¬ 
men, the daughters of one mother; 

3 And they committed whoredoms 
in Egypt; they committed whore¬ 
doms in their youth; there were 
their breasts pressed, and there thoy 
bruised the teats of their virginity. 

4 And tho names of them were 
Aholah tho elder, and Aholibah her 
siBter; and they were mine, and they 
baro sons and daughters. Thus wore 
thoir names; Samaria is Aholah, and 
Jerusalem Aholibah. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot 
when sho was mine; and sho dotod 
on her lovers, on the Assyrians hor 
neighbours, 

6 Which were olothed with blue, 
captains and rulers, all of them de¬ 
sirable young men, horsemen riding 
upon horses. 

7 Thus sho committed her whore¬ 
doms with them, with all them that 
were the chosen men of Assyria, and 
with all on whom she dotod; with all 
thoir idols sho defiled herself. 

8 Neither loft she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt; for in hor youth 
they lay with her, and they braised 
tho breasts of her virginity, and ponr- 
cd their whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into the 
hand of the Assyrians, upon whom 
sho doted. 

10 Theso discovered her nakedness; 
thoy took her sons and her daughters, 
and slew her with the sword; and 
she beo&me famous among women; 
for they had oxeoutod judgment upon 
her. 
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11 And when her sister Aholibah 
saw this, she w&9 more oorrupt in her 
inordinate love thnn she. and in her 
whoredoms more than her sister in 
her whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon tho Assyrians 
her neighbours, captains and rulers 
olothed most gorgeously, horsemen 
riding upon horses, all of them de¬ 
sirable young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And thatshe increased her whore¬ 
doms; for when she saw men por¬ 
trayed upon tho walls, the images of 
the Chaldeans portrayed with ver¬ 
milion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their beads, all of them princes to 
look to, after the manner of the Baby¬ 
lonians of Chaldea, the land of their 
nativity ; 

16 Anil is soon as she saw them 
with her eyes, she doted upon them, 
and scnl messengers unto them into 
Chaldea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to 
her into the bed of love, and they 
defiled her with their whoredom, and 
she was polluted with them, and her 
mind was alienatod from me by them. 

18 So she discovered her whore¬ 
doms, and discovered her nakedness ; 
then my mind wa9 alienated from her, 
like a9 my mind was alienated from 
her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whore¬ 
doms, in oalling to remembrance tho 
days of her youth, wherein she had 
played the harlot in thcland of Egypt. 

20 For she doted upon their para¬ 
mours, whose flesh is as the flesh of 
asses, and whose issue is like the 
issue of horses. 

21 Thus thou oalledst to remem- 
hrance the lewdne99 of thy youth, in 
bruising thy teats by the Egyptians 
for the paps of thy youth. 

22 Therefore, 0 Aholihah, thus saith 
the Lord God ; Behold, I will raise up 
thy lovers against thee, by whom thy 
mind is alienated from me, and I 
will bring thorn against thee on every 
tide ; 

23 The Babylonians, and all the 
Chaldeans, Pekod, and Shoa, and Koa, 
and all the Assyrians with them; all 
of them desirable young men, oaptains 


and rulers, great lords and renowned, 
all of them riding upon horses. 

24 And they shall come against theo 
with chariots, wagons, and wheels, 
and with an assembly of people, 
which shall set against thee buckler 
and shield and helmet round about ; 
and I will set judgment hefore them, 
and they shall judge tbee according 
to their judgments. 

25 And I will set my jealousy 
against thee, and they shall deal 
furiously with thee; they shall take 
away thy nose and thine cars; and 
thy remnant shall fall hy the 9«ord; 
they shall take thy sons and tby 
daughters; and thy residue shall he 
devoured by the fire. 

26 They shall also strip thee oat of 
tby olothes, and take away thy fair 
jewels. 

27 Thns will I make thy lewdness to 
cease from thee, and thy whoredom 
brought from the land of Egypt; so 
that thou shalt not lift up thine eyes 
unt(rthem, nor remember Egypt any 
more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord God; 
Behold, I will deliver thee into the 
hand of them whom thou hatest, into 
the hand of them by whom thy mind 
i9 alienated; 

29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all thy 
labour, and shall leave thee naked 
and hare; and the nakedness of thy 
whoredoms shall be discovered, both 
thy lewdness and thy whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, 
because thou host gone a whoring 
after the heathen, and because thou 
art polluted with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of 
thy sister; therefore will I give her 
cup into thine hand. 

32 Thus 9aith the Lord God; Thoa 
shalt drink of thy sister's cup deep 
and largo; thou shalt be laughed to 
scorn and had in derision; it cou* 
taineth much. 

33 Thou 9halt be filled with drunk¬ 
enness and sorrow, with the oup of 
astonishment and desolation, with the 
oup of thy sister Samaria. 

34 Thou shalt even drink it and 
suok it out, and thou shalt break the 
sherds thorcof, and pluck off thine 
own breasts ; for I have spoken it, 
saith the Lord God. 
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55 Thcrcforo thus saith the Lord 
flod; Because thou hast forgotten 
me, and cast me behind thy back, 
Iborolore bear Lhou also thy Icwdnces 
and thy whoredoms. 

30 Tho Lord said moreover unto 
me ; Son of man, will thou judge 
Aholah und Aholibah? yea, declaro 
unto them their abominations; 

37 Thai Lhcy have committed adul¬ 
tery, and blood is in their hands, and 
with their idols have they committed 
adultery, and have also caused their 
aons, whom they bare unto me, to 
pass for them through the firo, to 
devour them. 

38 Moreover this they have done 
unto mo; they have defiled my sanc¬ 
tuary in the same day, and have pro- 
laucd iny sabbaths. 

39 For when they had slain their 
children to thoir idols, then they came 
the same day into my sanctuary to 
profane it; and, lo, thus have they 
done in the midst of mine house. 

40 And furthermore, that ye have 
dent for men to come from far, unto 
whom a mossongor was sent; and, lo, 
they came ; for whom thou didst wash 
thyself, paiutedst thy eyes, and deok- 
edst thyself with ornaments. 

41 And satest upon a stately hed, 
and a table prepared hefore it, where¬ 
upon thou hast set mine inoenBe and 
mine oil. 

42 And a voice of a multitude hoing 
at ease was with hor; and with the 
men of the oommon sort were brought 
Suboans from the wilderness, whioh 

ut bracelets upon their hands, and 
eautiful orowns upon their heads. 

43 Then said I unto her that was 
old in adultories, Will they now com¬ 
mit whoredoms with her, and she 
with them ? 

44 Yet they went in onto her, as 
they go in unto a woman that playeth 
the harlot; so went they in unto Aholah 
and unto Aholihah, tho lewd women. 

45 And tho righteous men, they 
shall judge thorn after the manner of 
adulteresses, and after the manner 
of women that shod blood; beoause 
they are adultoresses, and blood is in 
their hands. 

46 For thus saith toe L>ord Qod; I 
will bring up a oompany upon them, 
and will give them to he removed and 
spoiled 


827 

47 And the company shall stone 
them with stones, and despatch them 
with their swords; they shall slay 
Iheir sons and their daughters, and 
burn up their houses with firo. 

48 Thus will I cftuao lewdness to 
cease out of the land, that all women 
may bo taught not to do after your 
lewdness. 

40 And they shall recompense your 
lewdness upon you, and ye shall bear 
the sins of your idols; nnd ye shall 
know that I am the Lord God. 

CIIAPTKR XXIV. 

The parable of a bmling pot — The tign of 
Ezekiel. 

GAIN in the ninth year, in the 
tenth month, in the tenth dAy 
of tho month, the word of the Lord 
oumo unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, write thee tho name 
of the day, even of this same day ; 
the king of Babylon set himself 
against Jerusalem this same day. 

3 And utter a parahle unto the re¬ 
bellious house, and say unto them, 
Thus saith tho Lord God; Set on a 
pot, set it on, and also pour water 
into it; 

4 Gather the pieces thereof into it, 
even every good piece, the thigh, and 
theshouldor; fill it with the ohoice 
hones. 

5 Take the choice of the flock, and 
hum also the bonos under it, and 
make it hoil well, and let them seethe 
the bones of it therein. 

6 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Woe to the hloody city, to the 
pot whose soum is therein, and whose 
soum is not gone out of it! bring it out 
piece by piece; let no lot fall upon it. 

7 For her blood is in the miast of 
her; she set it upon the top of a 
rock; she poured it not upon the 
ground, to oover it with dust; 

8 That it might oause fury to come 
up Lo take vengeance; I have set her 
blood upon tho top of a rook, that i* 
should not be oovered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Qod ; Woe to the bloody oity ! I will 
even make the pile for fire great. 

10 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, 
consume the flesh, and spioe it well, 
and let the bones he burned. 

11 Then set it empty upon the 
coals thereof, that the brass of it may 
bo hot, and may burn, and that the 
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filthiness of it may be molten in it, 
that the scum of it may be consumed. 

12 She hath wearied herself with Hcb, 
and her great scum went not forth out 
of her; her scum shall be in the fire. 

13 In thy filthiness is lewdness; 
because I have purged thee, and 
thou wast not purged, thou shalt not 
he purged from thy filthiness any 
more, till I have caused my fury to 
rest upon thee. 

14 I the Lord have spoken it; it 
shall come to pass, and I will do it; 
I will not go back, neither will I 
spare, neither will I repent; accord¬ 
ing to thy ways, and according to 
thy doings, shall they judge thee, 
saith the Lord God. 

15 Also the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

16 Son of man, behold, I take away 
from thee the desire of thine eyes 
with a stroke; yet neither shalt thou 
mourn nor weep, neither Bhall thy 
tears run down. 

17 Forbear to cry, make no mourn¬ 
ing for the dead, bind the tire of 
thine head upon thee, and put on thy 
shoes upon thy feet, and cover not 
thy lips, and eat Dot the bread of men. 

IS So I spake unto the people in 
the morning; and at even my wife 
died; and I did in the morning as I 
was commanded. 

19 And the people said unto me, 
Wilt thou not tell us what those 
things are to us, that thou doest so? 

20 Then I answered them, The word 
of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

21 Speak unto the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, 
I will profane my sanctuary, the ex- 
oelleDcy of your strength, the desire 
of your eyes, and that whioh your 
soul pitieth ; and your sons and your 
daughters whom ye have left shall 
fall by the sword. 

22 And ye shall do as I have done; 
ye shall not oover your lips, nor eat 
the bread of men. 

23 And your tires shall be upon 
your heads, and your shoes upon your 
feet; ye shall not mourn nor weep ; 
but ye shall pine away for your in¬ 
iquities, and mourn one toward an¬ 
other. 

24 Thns Ezekiel is unto you a sign ; 
according to all that he hath done 
■hall ye do ; and when this oometh, ye 


shall know that I am Ihc Lord God. 
25 Also, thou son of man, shall it 
not be in the day when I take from 
them their strength, the joy of their 
glory, the desire of their eyes, aDd 
that whereupon they set their minds, 
their sons and their daughters, 

28 That he that cscapeth in that 
day shall come onto thee, to cause 
thee to hear it with thine cars ? 

27 In that day shall thy mouth he 
opened to him which is escaped, and 
thou shalt speak, and be no mere 
dumh; and thou shalt be a sign nnto 
them ; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

CHAPTKK XXV. 

GcmTm vengeance upon the AmmoniUx, Moab 
and Seir, Edom and (Ac PbHistincj. 

IIE word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, Bet thy face against 
the Ammonites, and prophes)* against 
them; 

3 And say unto the Ammonites, 
Hear the word of the Lord God; 
Thus saith the Lord God ; Because 
thou saidst, Aha, against my sanctu¬ 
ary, when it was profaned; and 
against the land of Israel, when it 
was desolate; and against the house of 
Judah, when they went into captivity ; 

4 Behold, therefore I will deliver 
thee to the men of the east for a pos¬ 
session, and they shall set their 
palaces in thee, and make their 
dwellings in thee; they shall eat thy 
fruit, and they shall drink thy milk 

5 And I will make Rabbah a stable 
for camels, and the Ammonites a 
couching-place for flocks; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord, 

6 For thus saith the Lord God ; 
Because thou hast clapped thine 
hands, and stamped with the feet, 
and rejoiced in heart with all thy 
despite against the land of Israel; 

7 JBehold, therefore I will stretch 
out mine hand upon thee, and will 
deliver thee for a spoil to the hea¬ 
then ; and I will out thee off from 
the people, and I will cause thee to 

erish out of the oountrieB; I will 
estroy thee; and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord. 

6 Thus saith the Lord God ; Beoanse 
that Moab and Seir do say, Behold, 
the house of Judah is like nnto all 
the heathen ; 
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9 Therefore, behold, I will open tho 
aide of Moab from tho cities, from 
hie cities which are on his frontiers, 
the glory of ihe country, Beth-jeshi- 
moth, Baal-meon, and Kiriathaim, 

10 Unto the men of Lhe east with 
the Ammonites, and will give them in 
possession, that the Ammonites may 
not be remembered among the nations. 

11 And I will execute judgments 
□non Moab; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

12 Thus sailh tho Lord God; Be¬ 
cause that Edom hath dealt against 
tho house of Judah by taking ven¬ 
geance, and hath greatly offended, 
and revenged himself upon them ; 

13 Therefore thus saith tho Lord 
God; I will also strotch out mine 
hand upon Edom, and will out ofTman 
and beast from it; and I will make it 
desolate from Teman ; and thoy of 
Dedan shall fall by the sword. 

14 And I will lay my vengcanoo up¬ 
on Edom by the band of my people 
Israel; and they shall do in Edom 
according to mine anger and accord¬ 
ing to my fury; and thoy shall know 
my vengoance, saith tho Lord God. 

15 Thus saith tho Lord God; Be¬ 
cause tho Philistines have dealt by 
revenge, and have takon vongeanoo 
with a despiteful heart, to destroy it 
for the old hatred ; 

16 Therefore thus Baith the Lord 
God; Bohold I will strotch out mine 
hand upon the Philistines, and I will 
out off tho Cherolhim, and destroy 
the romnant of the Bca coast. 

17 And I will exeoute great ven- 
gennee upon them with furious re¬ 
bukes; and thoy shall know that I 
am the Lord, whon I shall lay my 
vengeanoe upon them. 

CHAPTER XXVI. 

Tynu UiTtaitnfd—Her fall . 

ND it oamc to pass in the elev¬ 
enth year, in tho first day of the 
month, that the word of tho Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, heoause that Tyrus 
hath said against Jerusalem, Aha, she 
is broken that was the gates of the 
people ; she is turnod unto me; I shall 
be replenished, now she is laid wasto ; 

3 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against thee, 0 
Tyrus, and will oaoBe many nntion 9 
to oome up against theo, as the 
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sea causcth hie waves to come up. 

4 And they shall destroy the walls 
of Tyrus, and break down her towers; 
I will also scrape her dust from her, 
and mako her like tho top of a rook. 

5 It shall bo a place for the spread¬ 
ing of nets in tno midst of the sea; 
for I have epokon it, saith the Lord 
God; and it shall bcoome a spoil to 
the nations. 

6 And her daughtors which are in the 
field shall be slain by the sword; and 
they shall know that I am the Loid. 

7 For thus saith the Lord God; Be¬ 
hold, I will bring upon Tyrus Nebu- 
ohadrezzar king of Babylon, a king 
of kingB, from tho north, with horBes, 
and with chariots, and with horsemen, 
and companies, and much people. 

8 He shall slay with tho sword thy 
daughters in the field; and he shall 
make a fort against thee, and cast a 
mount against thee, and lift up the 
buckler against thee. 

9 And be shall sot engines of war 
against thy walls, and with his axes 
he shall break down thy towers. 

10 By reason of the abundanoe of 
his horses thoir dust shall cover thoe ; 
thy walls shall shake at the noise of 
the horsemen, and of the wheels, and 
of the chariots, when he shall enter 
into thy gntes, as men enter into a 
city wherein is mado a breach. 

11 With tho hoofs of his horses shall 
he tread down all thy streets ; he shall 
slay thy peoplo by the sword, and thy 
strong garrisons shall go down to the 
ground. 

12 And thoy shall make a spoil of 
thy riches, nod make a prey of thy 
morchandise; and they shall break 
down thy walls, aDd destroy thy 
plonsant houses; and they shall lay 
thy stoneB And thy timber and thy 
dust in the midst of the water. 

13 And I will cause the noise of thy 
songs to cease; and the sound of thy 
harps shall be no more heard. 

14 And I will make theo like the top 
of a rook; thou shalt be a place to 
spread notB upon ; thou shalt he built 
no more ; for I the Lord have spoken 
it, saith the Lord God. 

15 Thus saith the Lord God to Ty- 
rus ; Shall not the isles shake at the 
sound of thy fall, when the woundod 
ory, when the slaughter is made in 
tho midst of thee ? 
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16 Then all the princes of the sea 
shall oome down from their thrones, 
and lay away their robes, and put 
off their broidered garments; they 
shall clothe themselves with trem¬ 
bling ; they shall sit upon the ground, 
and shall tremble at every moment, 
and be astonished at thcc. 

17 And they shall take up a lamen¬ 
tation for thee, and say to thcc, IIow 
art Lhou destroyed, that wast inhab¬ 
ited of sea-faring men, the renowned 
oity, which wast strong in the sea, 
she and her inhabitants, wbich cause 
their terror to be on all that haunt it! 

18 Now shall the isles tremble in the 
day of thy fall; yea, the isles that 
are in the sea shall be troubled at thy 
departure. 

19 For thus saith the Lord God; 
When I shall make thee a desolate 
city, like the cities that are not in¬ 
habited; when I shall bring up the 
deep upon thee, and great waters 
shall cover thee ; 

20 When I shall hring thee down 
with them that descend into the pit, 
with the people of old time, and shall 
set thee in the low parts of the earth, 
in places desolate of old, with them 
that go down to the pit, that thou he 
not inhabited; and I shall set glory 
in the land of the living; 

21 I will make thee a terror, and 
thou shalt be no more; though thou 
be sought for, yet shnlt thou never 
be found again, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

The rid its of Tyrus—The fall thereqf. 
rnilE word of the Lord came again 

1 unto me, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, tako up a 
lamentation for Tyrus; 

3 And say unto Tyrus, 0 thou that 
art situate at the entry of the sea, 
which art a merohant of the people 
for many isles, Thus saith the Lord 
Qod; 0 Tyrus, thou hast said, I am 
of perfeot beauty. 

4 Thy borders are in the midst of 
the seas, thy builders have perfeoted 
thy beauty. 

5 They have made all thy ship 
boards of fir trees of Senir; they 
have taken cedars from Lebanon to 
make masts for thee. 

6 Of the oaks of Bashan have they 
made thine oars; the company of the 
Asburites have made thy henches of 


ivory, hrought out of the isles of 
Chittim. 

7 Fine linen with broidered work 
from Egypt was that which thou 
spreadest forth to be thy sail; blue 
and purple from the isles of Elishah 
was that which covered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zidon and 
Arvad were thy mariners; thy wise 
men, 0 Tyrus, that wero in thee, 
were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of Gehal and the 
wise men thereof were in thee rhy 
caulkers ; all the ships of the sen with 
their mariners were in thee to oo- 
cupy thy merchandise. 

10 They of Persia and of Lud and 
of Phut were in thine army, thy men 
of war; they hanged the shield and 
helmet' in thee; they set forth thy 
comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with thine 
army were upon thy walls round 
about, and the Gammadim were in 
thy towers; they hanged their shields 
upon thy walls round about; they 
have made thy beauty perfect, 

12 Tarshish was thy merchant hy 
reason of the multitude of all kinds 
of riches; with silver, iron, tin, and 
lead, they traded in thy fairs. 

13 Javan, Tubal, and Meshech, they 
wero thy merchants ; they traded tho 
persons of men and vessels of brass 
in thy market. 

14 They of the house of Togarmah 
traded in thy fairs with horses and 
horsemen and mules. 

15 Tho men of Dedan were thy 
merchants ; many isles were the mer¬ 
chandise of thine hand ; they brought 
thee for a present, horns of ivory and 
ebony. 

16 Syria was thy merohant by rea¬ 
son of the multitude of the wares of 
thy making; they occupied in thy 
fairs with emeralds, purple, and 
broidered work, and fine linen, and 
ooral, and agate. 

17 Judah, and the land of Ierael, 
they were thy merchants; they tra¬ 
ded in thy market wheat of Minnith, 
and Pannag, and honey, and oil, and 
balm. 

18 Damascus was thy merchant in 
the multitude of the wares of thy 
making, for the multitude of all 
riohes; in the wino of Helhon, and 
white wool. 
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19 Dan also and Javan going to 
and fro occupied in thy fairs; hright 
iron, cassia, and calamus, were in thy 
market. 

20 Dcdan was thy morohant in pre- 
oious clolheB for chariots. 

21 Arabia, and all the princes of 
Kedar, they oocupicd with thoe in 
lamba, and rams, and goats; in these 
were they thy merchants. 

22 Tho merchants of Sheha and 
llaamah, they were thy merchants; [ 
they occupied in thy fairs with chief 
of all spices, and with all precious 
stones, and gold. 

23 Ilaran, and Canneh, and Edon, 
the merchants of Sheba, Asshur, and 
Chilmad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in all 
sorts of things, in blue olothes, and 
broidered work, and in chests of rich 
apparel, bound with cords, and made 
of cedar, among thy merchandise. 

25 The ships of Tarshish did sing 
of thee in thy market; and tbou wast 
replenished, and made very glorious 
in the midst of the seas. 

20 Thy rowers have brought thee 
into great waters; the east wind hath 
broken thee in the midst of the seas. 

27 Tby riohos, and thy fairs, thy 
merchandise, thy mariners, and thy 
pilots, thy caulkers, and the occupiers 
of thy merchandise, and all thy men 
of war, that arc in thee, and in all 
thy company whioh is in the midst 
of theo, shall fall into tho midst of 
the seas in the day of thy ruin. 

28 Tho suhurbs shall shako at the 
sound of tho ory of thy pilots. 

29 And all that h&ndlo the oar, the 
mariners, and all the pilots of the 
sea, shall eome down from their ships, 
they shall Btand upon the land; 

30 And shall cause thoir voice to be 
heard against thee, and shall cry bit¬ 
terly, and shall cast up dust upon 
their beads, they shall wallow them¬ 
selves in the ashes; 

31 And they shall make tbomsclvos 
utterly batd for theo, and gird them 
with sackcloth, and they shall weep 
for theo with bitterness of heart and 
bitter wailing. 

82 And In thoir wailing thoy shatl 
take up a lamentation for thee, and 
lament over thee, saying, What oity 
is like Tyrus, like the destroyed in 
the midst of the sea? 
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33 When thy wares went forth ont 
of the seas, thou fillodst many peo¬ 
ple; thou didst enrioh the kings of 
the earlh with the multitude of thy 
riches and of thy merchandise. 

34 In the time when thou shalt be 
broken hy the seas in the depths of 
the waters, thy merchandise and all 
thy company in tho midst of thee 
shall fall. 

35 All the inhabitants of the isles 
shall be astonished at thee, and Lheir 
kings shall be sore afraid, thoy shall 
be troubled in their countenance. 

30 The merchants among the peo¬ 
ple shall hiss at thee ; thou shalt be a 
terror, and nover shalt he any more. 

CHAPTER XXVIII. 

God's judgment upon the prince of Tyrus — 

The. judgment of Zidon — The reiteration 

of Israel. 

IIE word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, say unto the prince 
of Tyrus, Thus saith tho Lord God; 
Because thine heart is lifted up, and 
thou hast said, I am a god, I sit in 
the scat of God, in the midst of the 
seas; yet thou art a man, and not 
God, though thou sot thino heart as 
tho heart of God; 

3 Behold, thou art wiser than Dan¬ 
iel ; there is no secret that they can 
hide from thee; 

4 With thy wisdom and with thine 
understanding thou hast gotten thee 
riches, and bast gotten gold and sil¬ 
ver iuto thy treasures ; 

5 By thy great wisdom and by thy 
traffio hast thou iucreasod thy riches, 
and thine heart is lifted up heoause 
of thy riohes; 

0 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Because thou hast set thine 
heart as the hoart of God; 

7 Behold, therefore, I will hring 
strangers upon thee, the Lerrihle of 
the nations; and they shall draw their 
sword9 against tho boauty of thy wis¬ 
dom, and they shall defile thy bright¬ 
ness. 

8 They shall bring thee down to the 
pit, and thou 9halt die the deaths of 
thorn that aro slain in the midst of 
the seas. 

9 Will thou yet say before him that 
slayeth theo, I am God ? bat thoa 
shalt be a man, and no God, in the 
hand of him that slayeth thee. 
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10 Thou Bbalt die the deaths of the 
anoircumciaed by tho hand of stran¬ 
gers; for I have spoken it, saith the 
Lord Qod. 

11 Moreover the word of the Lord 
lame unto me, saying, 

12 Son of man, take op a lamen¬ 
tation upon the king of Tyrua, and 
lay unto him, Thus saith the Lord 
Jod; Thou sealest up the sum, full 
►f wisdom, and perfect in beauty. 

13 Thou hast been in Eden the 
garden of Qod; every precious stone 
was thy covering, the sardius, topaz, 
and tho diamond, the beryl, the onyx, 
and the jasper, the sapphire, the 
emerald, and the carbuncle, and gold ; 
the workmanship of thy tabrct9 and 
of thy pipes was prepared in thee in 
the day that thou wast created. 

14 Thou art the anointed cherub 
that covereth; and I have set thee 
so; thou wast upon tho holy moun¬ 
tain of God ; thou hast walked up and 
down in the midst of tho stones of fire. 

15 Thou wast perfect in thy ways 
from the day that thou wast created, 
till iniquity was found in thee. 

16 By the multitude of thy mer¬ 
chandise they have filled tho midst of 
thee with violence, and thou basLsin- 
ned; therefore I will cast thee as pro¬ 
fane out of the mountain of God; and 
I will destroy thco, 0 covering cherub, 
from the midst of the stones of fire. 

17 Thine heart was lifted up be¬ 
cause of thy beauty, thou hast cor¬ 
rupted thy wisdom by reason of thy 
brightness; I will oast thee to the 
ground, I will lay thee before kings, 
that they may behold thee. 

18 Thou hast defiled thy sanctuaries 
by the multitude of thine iniquities, by 
the iniquity of thy traffio ; therefore 
will I bring forth a fire from the midst 
of thee, it shall devour thee, and I 
will bring thee to ashes upon the 
earth in the sight of all them that 
behold thee. 

19 All they that know thee among 
the people shall be astonished at thee; 
thou shalt be a terror, and never shalt 
thou be any more. 

20 Again the word of the Lord oame 
unto me, saying, 

21 Son of man, set thy faoe against 
Zidon, and prophesy against it, 

22 And eAy, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against thee, 0 


Zidon ; and I will be glorified in the 
midst of thee; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I shall 
have executed judgments iD her, and 
shall he sanctified in her. 

23 For I will send into her pesti¬ 
lence, and blood into her streets; and 
the wounded shall be judged in the 
midst of her by the swoid upon her 
on every side; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

24 And there shall be no more a 
pricking brier unto the house of Is¬ 
rael, nor any grieving thorn of nil 
that arc round about them, that de¬ 
spised them; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord God. 

25 Thus saith the Lord God; When 
I shall have gathered the house of 
Israel from the people among whom 
they are scattered, and shall be sanc¬ 
tified in them in the sight of the hea¬ 
then, then shall they dwell in their 
land that I have given to my servant 
Jacob. 

25 And they shall dwell safely there¬ 
in, and shall build houses, and plant 
vineyards ; yea, they shall dwell with 
confidence, when I have executed 
judgments upon all those that despise 
them round about them; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord their 
God. 

CHAPTER XXIX. 

Pharaoh's treachery — The. desolation <\f 
Egypt—Israel shall be restored. 

N the tenth year, in the tenth 
month, in tho twelfth day of the 
month, the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy faoe against 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and prophesy 
against him, and against all Egypt; 

3 Speak, and say, Thus saith the 
Lord God; Behold, I am against 
thee, Pharaoh king of Egypt, the 
great dragon that licth in (he midst 
of his rivers, which hath said, My 
river is mine own, and I have made 
it for myself. 

4 But I will put hooks in thy jaws, 
and I will cause the fish of thy rivers 
to stick unto thy scales, and I will 
bring thee up out of the midst of thy 
rivers, and all tho fish of thy rivers 
shall stick unto thy scales. 

5 And I will leave theo thrown into 
the wildornoss, thco and all the fish 
of thy rivers ; thou shalt fall upon 
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thu open Holds; thon shalt not be 
brought together, nor gathered; I 
liavo given thee for moat to the boasts 
of tbo field and to the fowls of the 
heaven. 

6 And all the inhabitants of Egypt 
shall know that I am the Lord, be¬ 
cause they have been a Btaff of reed 
to tbo house of Israel. 

7 When they took bold of thee by 
thy hand, thou didst break, and rend 
all their Bhoulder; and when they 
leaned upon thee, thou brakeet, and 
madest all their loins to bo at a stand. 

8 Therefore thus saith tho Lord 
God; Behold, I will bring a sword 
upon iheo, and cut otf man and beast 
out of tbco. 

9 And tho land of Egypt shall be 
desolate and waste; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord; because 
ho hath said, The river is mine, and 
I have made it. 

11) Behold, therefore I am against 
thee, and against thy rivers, and I 
will make Lho land of Egypt utterly 
waste and desolate, from the tower 
of Syone oven unto the border of 
Ethiopia. 

11 No foot of man shall pass through 
it, nor foot of beast Bhall pass through 
it, neither shall it bo inhabited forty 
years. 

12 And I will make the land of 
Egypt desolate in the midst of the 
countries that are desolate, and her 
cities among the oities that are laid 
waste shall ho desolate forty years; 
and I will scatter the Egyptians 
among the nations, and will disperse 
them through tho countries. 

13 Yot thus saith the Lord Qod; At 
tho ond of forty yoors will I gather 
tho Egyptians from the people 
whither they wore soatterod ; 

14 And I will bring again the oap- 
livity of Egypt, and will cause them 
to return into the land of Pathros, 
into tho land of their habitation ; and 
thoj shall bo thore a baso kingdom. 

15 It shall be the basest of the king¬ 
doms; noithor shall it exalt itself any 
more above the nations; for I will 
diminish them, that they shall no 
more rule over the nations. 

10 And it shall bo no more the con¬ 
fidence of the house of Israel, whioh 
bringelh their iniquity lo remem¬ 
brance, when they shall look after 
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them; but they shall know that I 
am the Lord God. 

17 And it came to pass in tho seven 
and ^wcntieth year, in ihc first month, 
in the first day of the month, the 
word of the Lord came unto me,saying, 

18 Son of man, Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon oaused his army to 
serve a great service against Tyrus; 
every head was made bald, and every 
shoulder was peeled; yet had ho no 
wages, nor his army, for Tyrus, for the 
service that he had served against it; 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God ; Behold, I will give the land of 
Egypt unto Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon; and he shall take her 
multitude, and take her spoil, and 
lake her prey; and it shall be the 
wages for his army. 

20 I have given him the land of 
Egypt for hiB labour wherewith he 
servod against it, because they 
wrought for mo, saith the Lord God. 

21 In that day will I oause the horn 
of the houso of Israel to bud forth, 
and I will give thee the opening of 
the mouth in the midst of them ; and 
they shall know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXX. 

The desolation of Egypt and her helpers. 
HE word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy and say, 
Thus saith tho Lord God; Howl ye; 
Woo worth the day I 

3 For the day is near, even the day 
of the Lord is near, a eloudy day ; it 
shall be the time of the heathen. 

4 And the sword shall oome npon 
Egypt, and great pain shall be in 
Ethiopia, when the slain shall fall in 
Egypt, and they shall take away her 
multitude, and her foundations shall 
be broken down. 

5 Ethiopia, and Libya, and Lydia, 
and all the mingled people, and Chub, 
and the men of the land that is in 
league, shall fall with them by the 
sword. 

6 Thus saith tbe Lord; They also 
that uphold Egypt shall fall; and the 
prido of her power shall oome down; 
from the towor of Sycne shall they fall 
in it by the sword, saith the Lord Qod. 

7 And thoy Bhall be desolate in the 
midst of tho countries that are deso¬ 
late, and ber oities shall he in the 
midst of the cities that are wasted. 
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8 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord, when I have set a fire in 
Egypt, and when all her helpers shall 
be destroyed. 

9 In that day shall messengers go 
forth from mo in ships to make the 
careless Ethiopians afraid, and great 
pain shall come npon them, as in the 
day of Egypt; for, lo, it cometh. 

10 Thus sailh the Lord God; I will 
also make the multitude of Egypt to 
cease by the hand of Nehuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon. 

11 Ho and his people with him, the 
terrible of the nations, shall he brought 
to destroy the land; and they shall 
draw their swords against Egypt, and 
fill the land with the slain. 

12 And I will make the rivers dry, 
and sell the land into the hand of the 
wicked; and I will make the land 
waste, and all that is therein, by the 
hand of strangers; I the Lord have 
spoken it. 

13 Thus saith the Lord God; I will 
also destroy the idols, and I will cause 
their images to cease out of Noph ; 
and there shall be no more a prince 
of the land of Egypt; and I will put 
a fear in the land of Egypt. 

14 And I will mako Palhros deso¬ 
late, and will set fire in Zoan, and 
will execute judgments in No. 

18 And I will pour my fury upon 
Sin, the strength of Egypt; and I 
will out off the multitude of No. 

16 And I will Bet fire in Egypt; Sin 
shall have great pain, and No shall 
be rent asunder, and Noph shall have 
distresses daily. 

17 The young men of Aven and of 
Pi-beseth shall fall by the sword; and 
these cities shall go into captivity. 

18 At Tehaphnehes also the day 
shall be darkened, when I shall hreak 
there the yokes of Egypt; and the 

omp of her strength snail cease in 
er; as for her, a cloud shall cover 
her, and her danghters shall go into 
captivity. 

19 Thns will I execute judgments 
In Egypt; and they shall know that 
I am the Lord. 

20 And it came to pass in the eleventh 
year, in the first month, in the seventh 
day of the month, that tho word of 
the Lord oame unto me, saying, 

21 Son of man, I have broken the 
arm of Pharaoh king of Egypt; and, 


lo, it shall not be bound np to be 
healed, lo put a roller to bind it, to 
make il strong to hold the sword. 

22 Thcreforo thus eaith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and will break hie 
arms, the strong, and that which was 
broken; and I will cause tbe sword 
to fall out of his hand. 

23 And I will scatter the Egyptians 
among the nations, and will disperse 
them through the countries. 

24 And I will strengthen the arms 
of the king of Babylon, and put my 
sword in his hand; but I will break 
Pharaoh’s arms, and ho shall groan 
before him with the groanings of a 
deadly woanded man. 

25 Bat I will strengthen the arms 
of the king of BabyloD, and the arms 
of Pharaoh shall fall down ; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord, when 
I shall put my sword into the hand 
of the king of Babylon, and he shall 
stretch it out upon the land of Egypt. 

-26 And I will scatter the Egyptians 
among tho nations, and disperse them 
among the countries; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXI. 

The glory and fail of Assyria—The destruc¬ 
tion of Egypt. 

ND it came to pass in the 
eleventh year, in the third 
month, in the first day of the month, 
that the word of the Lord came UDto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, speak onto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and to his multitude; 
Whom art thou like in thy greatness ? 

3 Behold, tho Assyrian was a cednr 
in Lebanon with fair hranches, and 
with a shadowing shrond, and of a 
high stature; and his top was among 
the thick houghs. 

4 The waters made him great, the 
deep eethim up on high with her rivers 
running round about his plants, and 
sent out her little rivers unto all tho 
trocs of the field. 

5 Therefore his height was exalted 
above all the treos of the field, and 
his boughs were multiplied, and his 
hranches became long beoause of the 
multitudo of wators, when ho shot 
forth. 

6 All the fowls of heaven made 
their nests in his boughs, and under 
his branches did all the beasts of tha 
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field bring forth their young, and 
under hie shadow dwelt all great 
nations. 

7 Thus was ho fair in his greatness, 
in the length of his branches; for his 
root was hy great waters. 

8 The cedars in the garden of God 
could not hide him ; tho fir trees were 
not like his boughs, and tho cbesnut 
trees were not like hiB branches; not 
any tree in the garden of God was 
like unto him in his hcauly. 

9 I have mado him fair by the mul¬ 
titude of his branches; so that all 
tho trees of Eden, that wero in tho 
garden of God, envied him. 

10 Therefore thus eailh the Lord 
God; Beoause thou hast lifted up 
thyself in height, and he hath shot 
up his top among the thick boughs, 
and his hoart is lifted up in his height; 

11 I have therefore delivered him 
into the hand of the mighty ono of 
the heathen; he shall surely deal 
with him ; I have driven him out for 
his wickcdnoss. 

12 And strangers, tho terrible of 
tho nations, have cut him ofT, and 
havo left him; upon the mountains 
and in all tho valleys his hranohes 
Are fallen, and his boughs are broken 
by all tho rivers of tho land; and all 
the people of the earth are gono down 
from his shadow, and hnve left him. 

13 Upon his ruin shall all tho fowls 
of the heaven remain, and all the 
boasts of the hold shall be upon his 
branches; 

14 To tho end that nono of all tho 
trceB by the waters exalt themsolvcs 
for thoir height, noithor shoot up 
thoir top among tho thick boughs, 
neither iheir trees stand up in their 
height, all that drink water; for they 
are all delivered unto death, to the 
nether parts of tho enrth, in the 
midBt of the ohildren of mon, with 
them that go down to the pit. 

15 Thus saith the Lora God; In 
the day when he went down to tho 
grave I caused a mourning; I oovor- 
ed the deep for him, and I restrained 
the floods thereof, and the great 
waters wero stayed; and I caused 
Lebanon to mourn for him, and all 
the trees of tho field fainted for him. 

16 1 made the nations to shake at 
the sound of his fall, when I cast him 
down to hell with them that descend 
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into the pit; and all the trees of Eden, 
the choice and best of Lebanon, all 
Lhat drink water, shall bo comforted 
in the nether parts of the earth. 

17 They also went down into hell 
with him, unto them that be slain 
with the sword; and they that were 
his arm, that dwelt under his shadow 
iu tho midst of the heathen. 

18 To whom art thou thus like in 
glory and in grcatocss among the 
trees of Eden ? yet shalt thou be 
brought down with tho trees of Eden 
unto the nether parts of the earth; 
thou shalt lie in the midst of the un- 
circumciscd with them that be slain 
by the sword. This is Pharaoh and 
all his multitude, sailh the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXXII. 

The fall Egypt—Jt shall be brought down 

to hell. 

ND it aame to pass in the twelfth 
year, in the twelfth month, in 
tho first day of the month, that the 
word of the Lord came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, take up a lamenta¬ 
tion for Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
say unto him, Thou art like a young 
lion of the nations, and thou art as 
a whale in the seas; and thou earnest 
forth with thy rivers, and troubledst 
the waters with thy feet, and fouledst 
their rivers. 

3 ThuB saith tho Lord God; I will 
therefore spread out my net over thee 
with a company of many people; and 
they shall bring thoe up in my net. 

4 Then will I leave thee upon the 
land, I will cast thee forth upon the 
open field, and will oause all the 
fowls of tho heaven to remain npon 
thee, and I will fill tho beasts of the 
whole earth with thee. 

5 And 1 will lay thy flesh upon the 
mountains, and fill the valleys with 
thy height. 

6 I will also water with thy blood 
the land wherein thou swimmest, 
even to the moontains; and the rivers 
shall be full of thee. 

7 And when I shall put thee out, 
I will oover the heaven, and make 
the stars thereof dark; I will oover 
the sun with a oloud, and the moon 
shall not give her light. 

8 All tho bright lights of heaven 
will I make dark over thee, and set 
darknoss upon thy land, saith the 
Lord God. 
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9 I will also vex tbo hearts of many 
people, when I shall bring thy de¬ 
struction among tho nations, into the 
countries which thou hast not known. 

10 Yea, I will make many people 
amazed at thee, and their kiDgs shall 
be horribly afraid for thee, when I 
shall brandish my Bword before them; 
and they shall tremble at every mo¬ 
ment, every man for his own life, in 
the day of thy fall. 

11 For thus eaith the Lord God; 
The sword of the king of Babylon 
shall oome upon thee. 

12 By the swords of the mighty 
will I cause thy multitude to fall, 
the terrible of the nations, all of 
them ; and they shall spoil the pomp 
of Egypt, and all tho multitude there¬ 
of shall be destroyed. 

13 I will destroy also all the beasts 
thereof from beside the great waters; 
neither shall the foot of man trouhle 
them any more, nor the hoofs of 
beasts trouble them. 

14 Then will I make their waters 
deep, and cause their rivers to run 
like oil, saith the Lord God. 

15 When I shall make the land of 
Egypt desolate, and the country shall 
be destitute of that whereof it was 
full, when I Bh&tl smite all them that 
dwell therein, then shall they know 
that I am the Lord. 

16 This is the lamentation where¬ 
with they shall lament her; the 
daughters of the nations shall lament 
her; they shall lament for her, even 
for Egypt, and for all her multitude, 
eaith the Lord God. 

17 It came to pass also in the twelfth 
year, in the fifteenth day of the 
month, that the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, wail for the multi¬ 
tude of Egypt, and oast them down, 
even her, and the daughters of the 
famous nations, onto the nether parts 
of the earth, with them that go down 
into the pit. 

19 Whom dost thon pass in beauty ? 
go down, and be thou laid with the 
nnoiroumeised. 

20 They shall fall in the midst of 
them that are slain by the sword; she 
is delivered to the sword; draw her 
and all her multitudes. 

21 The strong among the mighty 
shall speak to him out of the midst 


of hell with them that help him; 
they are gone down, they lie unoir- 
cumcised, slain by the 9word. 

22 Asshur is there and all her com¬ 
pany; his graves are about bim; all 
of them slain, fallen by the sword ; 

23 Whose graves are set in the sides 
of the pit, and her company is ronnd 
about her grave; all of them slain, 
fallen by the sword, which caused 
terror in the land of the living. 

24 There ib Elam and all her mul 
titude round about her grave; all rf 
them slain, fallen by tho sword, wh : ' b 
are gone down uncircumcised into tne 
nether parts of the earth, which caused 
their terror in the land of the living : 
yet have they home their shame with 
them that go down to the pit. 

25 They have set her a bed in the 
midst of the Blain with all her mul¬ 
titude; her graves are round about 
him ; all of them uncircumcised, slain 
by the sword; though their terror was 
caused in the land of tho living, yet 
have they borne their shame with 
them that go down to the pit; he is 
put in the midst of them that be 
slain. 

26 There is Mesheoh, Tubal, and all 
her multitude; her graves are round 
about him; all of them uncircumcised. 
slain by the sword, though they caused 
their terrror in the land of the living. 

27 And they shall not lie with the 
mighty that are fallen of the uncir 
cumcised, which are gone down to heli 
with their weapons of war; and they 
have laid their swords nnder their 
heads, but thoir iniquities shall be 
upon their bones, though they were 
the terror of the mighty in the land 
of the living. 

26 Yea, thou shalt be broken in the 
midst of the uncircumcised, and shnlt 
lie with them that are slain with the 
sword. 

29 There is Edom, her kings, and 
all her princes, which with t leir migb t 
are laid by them that were slain by 
the sword; they shall lio with the 
uncircumcised, and with Ihem that 
go down to tho pit. 

30 There bo the prinoes of the north, 
all of them, and all the Zidotiiaos, 
which are gone down with the slain ; 
with their terror they aro ashamed 
of Iheir might; and they lie unoir- 
curaclsed with them that be slain b? 
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the sword, and hear their shame with 
I hem ibal go down to the pit. 

31 Pharaoh shall ace them, and Bhall 
he comforted over all his multitude, 
even Pharaoh and all hiB army slain 
by the sword, saith the Lord God. 

32 For I have caused my terror in 
tiro Intid of the living; and he shall 
be laid in the midst of the unoircum- 
eised with thorn that are slain with 
I ho sword, even Pharaoh and alt his 
multitude, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XXXIII. 

Ihr fluty of the watchman, in warning the 

prof.If—God maintaineih hit justice—The 

tl‘■n^ation of the land. 

G A TN t he word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, speak to the children 
nf thy people, and say unto them, 
When I bring the sword upon a land, 
if the people of the land take a man 
of (heir coaBts, and set him for their 
watchman ; 

3 If when he seeth the sword come 
upon the land, he hlow the trumpet, 
and warn the people; 

I Then whosoever heareth the sound 
of the trumpet, and takoth not warn¬ 
ing ; if the sword oome, and take him 
away, his blood shall be upon his own 
head. 

b He heard the Bound of tho trumpet, 
and took not warning ; his blood shall 
he upon him. But be that takoth 
warning shall deliver his soul. 

6 But if the watchman soe the sword 
come, and blow not the trumpet, and 
the people be not warned ; if the sword 
come, and take any person from among 
them, he is taken away in his iniquity; 
but his blood will I require at the 
watchman's hand. 

7 So tbou, 0 son of man, I have set 
thee a watchman nnto the house of 
Ittrnol; therefore thou shalt hear the 
word at my mouth, and warn them 
from me. 

8 When I say unto the wiokod, 0 
wieked man, thou shalt surely die; 
if thou dost not speak to warn tho 
wioked from his way, that wiokod 
man shall die in his iniquity; but 
his blood will I rotjuire at thine hand. 

9 Nevertheless, if thou warn tbo 
wioked of his way to turn from it; if 
he do not turn from his way, he shall 
die in his iniquity ; but thou bast de¬ 
livered thy soul. 


•ST 

10 Therefore, 0 thou son of man, 
speak unto the house of Israel; Thus 
ye speak, saying, If our transgres¬ 
sions and our sins be upon us, and 
we pine away in them, how should 
we then live ? 

11 Bay unto them, As I live, saith 
the Lord God, I have no pleasure in 
the death of tho wioked ; but that the 
wioked turn from his way and live; 
turn ye, turn ye from your evil ways; 
for why will ye die, 0 bouse of Israel ? 

12 Therefore, thou son of man, say 
unto the children of thy people, The 
righteousness of tho righteous shall 
not deliver him in tho day of his 
transgression; as for the wickedness 
of the wioked, he shall not fall thereby 
in the day that he turneth from his 
wiokedness; neither shall the right¬ 
eous be able to live for his righteous¬ 
ness in the day that he sinneth. 

13 When I shall say to the right¬ 
eous, that he shall sorely live ; if he 
trust to his own righteousness, and 
oommit iniquity, all his righteous¬ 
nesses shall not he remembered ; but 
for his iniquity chat he hath commit¬ 
ted, he shall die for it. 

H Again, when I say unto the 
wicked. Thou shalt surely die ; if he 
turn from his sin, and do that which 
is lawful and right; 

15 If the wioked restore the pledge, 
give again that he had robbed, walk 
in the statutes of life, without com¬ 
mitting iniquity; he shall surely lire, 
ho shall not die. 

16 None of his sius that he hath 
committed shall be mentioned nnto 
him ; ho hath done that which is law¬ 
ful and right; he shall surely lire. 

17 Yet the ohildren of thy people 
say, The way of the Lord is not 
equal; but as for them, their way is 
not equal. 

18 When the righteous turneth from 
bis righteousness, and oommitteth in¬ 
iquity, he shall even die thereby. 

19 But if the wicked turn from his 
wiokednoss, and do that whioh is law¬ 
ful and right, he shall lire thereby. 

20 Yot ye say, The way of the Lord 
is not equal. 0 ye house of Israel, I 
will judge you every one after his 
ways. 

21 And it oame to pass in the twelfth 
year of our captivity, in the tenth 
month, in the fifth day of the month, 
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that one that had escaped out of Jeru¬ 
salem came unto me, saying, The oily 
is smitten. 

22 Now the hand of the Lord was 
upon me in the evening, afore he that 
was escaped came ; and had opened 
my mouth, UDtil he came to me in the 
morning; and my mouth was opened, 
and I was no more dumb. 

23 Then the word of the Lord came 
unto me, Baying, 

24 Son of man, they that inhabit 
those wastes of the land of Israel 
speak, saying, Ahraham was one, and 
he inherited the land; but we are 
many; the land ie given us for in¬ 
heritance. 

25 Wherefore say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Ye eat with the 
blood, and lift up your eyes toward 
your idols, and shed hlood; and 6hall 
ye possess the land? 

20 Ye stand npon your sword: ye 
work abominations, and ye defile 
every one his neighbour's wife; and 
shall ye possess the land? 

27 Say thon thus unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God; As I live, surely 
they that arc in the wastes shall fall 
hy the sword, and him that is in tho 
open Sold will I give to tho beasts to 
he devoured, and they that be in tho 
forts and in the caves shall die of the 
pestilenae. 

26 For I will lay the land most 
desolate, and the pomp of her strength 
shall oease, and the mountains of 
Israel shall be desolate, that none 
Bhall pass throngh. 

29 Then Bhall they know that I am 
the Lord, when I have laid the land 
most desolate, beoause of all their 
ahominations, whioh they have com¬ 
mitted. 

30 Also, thou son of 'man, the chil¬ 
dren of thy people still are talking 
against thee by the walls and in the 
doors of the houses, and speak one 
to another, every one to hie brother, 
saying, Come, I pray you, and hear 
what iB the word that oometh forth 
from the Lord. 

31 And they oome unto thee as the 
people oometh, and they sit before 
thee as my people, and they hear 
thy words, but they will not do them; 
for with their month they show much 
love, hat their heart goeth after their 
eovetonsneBS. 


32 And, lo, thou art unto them as « 
very lovely song of one that hath a 
pleasant voice, and can play well on 
an instrument; for they hear thy 
words, but they do them not. 

33 And when this cometh to pass, 
(lo, it will come,) then shall they know 
that a prophet hath been among them. 

CHAPTER XXJtlY. 

A reproof of the shepherds—GotTs providers* 
far hit JUxk. 

ND the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of Israel, prophesy and 
eay unto them, Thus eaitn the Lord 
God nnto tho shepherds; Woe be l<> 
the shepherds of Israel that do feid 
themselves! should not the shepherds 
feed the flocks ? 

3 Ye eat the fat, and ye clothe you 
with the wool, ye kill them that arc 
fed ; hut ye feed not the flock. 

4 The diseased have ye not strength¬ 
ened, neither have ye healed that 
which was eiok, neither have ye 
bound up that which was broken, 
neither have ye hrought again that 
which was driven away, neither have 
ye sought that which was lost; but 
with force and with oruelty have ye 
ruled them. 

5 And they were scattered, because 
there is no shepherd; and they be¬ 
came meat to all the beasts of (he 
field, when they were scattered. 

0 My sheep wandered throngh all 
the mountains, and upon every high 
hill; yea, my flock was scattered upon 
all the face of the earth, and none 
did search or seek after them. 

7 Therefore, ye shepherds, hear tbo 
word of the Lord; 

8 As I live, saith the Lord God, 
surely because my flock became h 
prey, and my flock became meat to 
every beast of the field, becauso there 
was no shepherd, neither did my 
shepherds search for my flock, but 
the shepherds fed themselves, and fed 
not my Book; 

9 Therefore, 0 yo shepherds, hear 
the word of the Lord ; 

10 Thus saith the Lord G id; Be¬ 
hold, I am against the shepherds; 
and I will require my flock at their 
hand, and oause them to cease from 
feeding the flook; neither shall the 
shepherds feed themselves any more 
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.or I will deliver my flock from their 
moult), that they may not be meat 
lor them. 

It For (bust eaith the Lord God; 
Behold, I, evon I, will both search 
my sheep, and seek them out. 

12 As a shepherd seekoth out his 
flock in the day that he is among his 
t>hcep that are scattered; so will I 
seek out my sheep, and will deliver 
them out of all places where they 
have been scattered in the cloudy and 
(lark day. 

13 And I will bring them out from 
the people, and gather them from 
the countries, and will bring them to 
their own land, and feed them upon 
the mountains of Israol by the rivers, 
and in all tho inhabited places of the 
country. 

14 I will feed them in a good pas¬ 
ture, and upon the high mountains of 
Israel shall their fold be; there shall 
they lie in a good fold, and in a fat 
pasture shall they feed upon tho moun¬ 
tains of Israel. 

15 I will feed my flook, and I will 
cause them to lie down, saith the 

Lord God. 

If) I will seek that which was lost, 
and bring agaiu that whioh was 
driven away, and will bind up that 
whioh was broken, and will strengthen 
that wbiah was sick; but I will de¬ 
stroy the fat and the strong; I will 
feed thorn with judgment. 

17 And as for you, 0 my flook, thus 
saith tho Lord God; Behold, I judge 
between cattle and oattle, between 
the rams and the he goats. 

18 Secmoth it a small thing unto 
you to have eaten up tho good pas¬ 
ture, but ye must tread down with 
your feet tho reBiduo of your pas¬ 
tures? and to have drunk of the aoep 
waters, but ye must foul the rcsiduo 
with your feot? 

10 And as for my flook, they eat 
that which ye have trodden with 
your feot; and they drink that whioh 
ye have fouled with your foot. 

20 Therefore thus saith tho Lord 
God unto thorn; Bohold, I, oven I, 
will judge between the fut oattlo and 
between the loan oattle. 

21 Because ye have thrust with side 
and with shoulder, and pnshod all the 
disoased with your horns, till ye have 
•oatlored thorn abroad; . 


22 Therefore will I savo my flook, 
and they shall no more be a prey; and 
I will judge between oattle and oattle. 

23 And I will set up one Shepherd 
over them, and he snail feed them, 
even my servant David; be shall feed 
them, and he shall bo their shepherd. 

24 And I the Lord will bo their God, 
and my servant David a prince among 
them; I the Lord have spoken it. 

25 And I will make with them a 
oovenant of peaee, and will cause the 
evil beast to oea9e out of the land; 
and they shall dwell Bafely in the 
wilderness, and Bleep in the woods. 

26 And I will make them and the 
places round about my hill a bless¬ 
ing; and I will oause the shower to 
oome down in his season; there shall 
be showers of blessing. 

27 And tho tree of the field shall 
yield her fruit, and the earth shall 
yield hor increase, and they shall be 
safe in their land, and shall know 
that I am the Lord, when I have 
broken the bands of their yoke, and 
delivered them out of the hand of 
those that served themselves of them. 

28 And Lhey shall no more be a prey 
to the heathen, neither shall the beast 
of the land devour them; but they 
shall dwell safely, and none shall 
make them afraid. 

20 And I will raise np for them a 
plant of ronown, and they shall be no 
more ooneumed with hunger in the 
land, neither bear the shame of the 
heathen any more. 

30 Thus shall they know that I the 
Lord their God am with them, and 
that they, even the house of Israel, 
are my people, saith the Lord God. 

31 And ye my flook, the flook of my 
pasture, are men, and I am yonr 
God, saitb the Lord God. 

CnAPTBR 5XXV. 

The judgment of mount Seir. 

OREO VER the word of the Lord 
came nnto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, sot thy face against 
mount Soir, and prophesy against It, 

3 And say nnto it, Thus saith the 
Lord God; Bohold, 0 mount Seir, I 
am against thee, and I will Btretoh 
out mino hand against thee, and I 
will make thee most desolate. 

4 I will lay thy oities waste, and 
thou shalt bo desolate, and thou shall 
know that I am tho Lord. 
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6 Because thou hast had a perpetual 
hatred, and hast shed the blood of the 
children of Israel by the force of the 
sword in the time of their calamity, 
in the timo that their iniquity had 
an end; 

6 Therefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
God, I will prepare thee unto hlood, 
and blood shall pursue thee; since 
thou hast not hated blood, even blood 
shall pursue thee. 

7 Thus will I make mount Seir most 
desolate, and cut off from it him that 
passetb out and him that retnrnetb. 

8 And I will fill his mountains with 
his slain men; in thy hills, and in thy 
valleys, and in all thy rivers, shall they 
fall Lhat arc slain with the sword. 

9 I will make thee perpetual deso¬ 
lations, and thy oities snail not re¬ 
turn ; and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord. 

10 Because thou hast said, These 
two nations and these two countries 
shall be mine, and wc will possess it; 
whereas the Lord was there; 

11 Therefore, as I live, saith the 
Lord God, I will even do according 
to thine anger, and according to thine 
envy, which thou hast used out of thy 
hatred against tbom ; and I will make 
myself known among them, when I 
have judged thee. 

12 And thou ehalt know that I am 
the Lord, and that I have heard all 
thy blasphemies which thon hast 
spoken against the mountains of Is¬ 
rael, saying, They are laid desolate, 
they are given us to oonsume. 

13 Thus with your mouth ye have 
boasted against me, and have multi- 

lied your wordB against me; I have 

eurd them. 

14 Thus saith the Lord God; When 
the whole earth rejoioeth, I will make 
thee desolate. 

15 As thou didst rejoice at the in¬ 
heritance of the houso of Israel,because 
it was desolate, so will I do unto thee; 
thou shalt be desolate, 0 mount Seir, 
and all Idutnea, even all of it; and 
they shall know that I am tho Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXVI. 

The land of Israel is comforted —Israel shall 
be restored. 

LSO, thou sod of man, prophesy 
unto the mountains of Israel, 
and say, Ye mountains of Israel, hear 
the word of the Lord; 


2 Thus saith the Lord God; Be¬ 
cause the enemy hath said against 
you, Aha, even tho ancient high 
places are ours in possession ; 

3 Therefore prophesy and say, Thus 
saith the Lord God; Because they 
have made you desolate, and swal¬ 
lowed you up on every side, that ye 
might be a possession uDto the resi¬ 
due of the heathen, and ye are tak«n 
up in the lips of talkers, and are &u 
infamy of the people; 

4 Therefore, ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord God; Thud 
saith the Lord God to the mountain* 
and to the hills, to the rivers and to 
the valleys, to the desolate waste* 
and to the citieB that are forsaken, 
which became a prey and derision to 
the residue of the heathen that arc 
round about; 

5 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; Surely in the fire of my jeal¬ 
ousy have I spoken against the resi 
due of the heathen, and against all 
Idumea, which have appointed my 
land into their possession with the 
joy of all their heart, with despiteful 
minds, to cast it out for a prey. 

6 Prophesy therefore concerning the 
land of Israel, and say unto the 
mountains and to the hills, to Un- 
rivers and to the valleys, Thus saith 
the Lord God; Behold, I have spoken 
in my jealousy and in my fury, be 
cause ye have borno the shame of the 
heathen ; 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, I have lifted up mine hand. 

| Surely the heathen that are about 
you, they shall bear their shame. 

8 But ye, 0 mountains of Israel, yo 
shall shoot forth your branches, and 
yield your fruit to my people of Is¬ 
rael ; for they are at hand to oome. 

9 For, behold, I am for you, and I 
witl turn unto you, and ye shall he 
tilled and sown; 

10 And I will multiply men upon 
you, all the house of Israel; even all 
of it; and the oities shall be inhabit¬ 
ed, and the wastes shall be builded; 

11 And I will multiply upon you 
man And beast; and tboy shall in¬ 
crease and bring fruit; and I will 
settle you after your old estates, aud 
will do better unto you than at your 
beginnings; and ye shall know tha* 
I am the Lord. 
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12 Yea, I will oauso men to walk 
upon you, even my people Israel; 
and they shall possess thee, and thou 
ehalt be their inheritance, and thou 
■halt no more henceforth bereave 
them of men. 

13 Thus saith the Lord God; Be¬ 
cause they say unto you, Thou land 
devourest up men, and hast bereaved 
thy nations; 

14 Therefore thou ehalt devour men 
no more, neither bereave thy nations 
any more, saith the Lord God. 

15 Neither will I oause men to hear 
in tbee the shame of the heathen any 
more, neither shalt thou bear the re¬ 
proach of the people any more, nei¬ 
ther ehalt thou cause thy nations to 
fall any more, saith the Lord God. 

10 Moreover the word of the Lord 
game unto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, when tbe houee of 
Israel dwelt in tbeir own land, they 
defiled it by tboir own way and by 
their doings; their way was before 
mo ab the uncleannosB of a removed 
woman. 

18 Wbereforo I pourod my fury 
upon them for the blood that they 
had shed upon the land, and for their 
idols wherewith they bad polluted it; 

10 And I Boattored them among the 
heathen, and they were dispersed 
through Ibo oountries; according to 
thoir way and according to their 
doings I judged them. 

20 And when they entored unto tbo 
nealhen, whither they wont, they pro¬ 
faned my holy name, when they said 
to them, TheBe are tbe people of the 
Lord, and are gone forth out of his 
land. 

21 But I had pity for mine holy 
name, which the houee of Israel had 
profaned among the heathen, whither 
they wont. 

22 Therefore say nnto the bouse of 
snicl, Thus saith tbe Lord God; I 

■lo not this for your sakes, 0 house 
of Israel, but for mine holy name's 
^nkc, which ye have profaned among 
the heathen, whither ye went. 

23 And I will sanotify my great 
name, whioh was profaned among 
the heathen, whioh ye have profaned 
in tho midst of them; and the hea¬ 
then shall know that I am tbo Lord, 
saith tho Lord God, when I shall be 
lanctifiod in you before their oyes. 
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24 For I will take you from among 
I the heathen, and gather yon out of 
tall countries, and will hring you into 
|your own land. 

; 25 Then will I sprinkle olcon water 
‘upon you, and ye shall be clean; 
from all your filthiness, and from all 
your idols, will I cleanse you. 

20 A new heart also will I give you, 
and a Dew spirit will I put within 
j r ou; and I will take away the stony 
heart out of your flesh, and I will 
give you a heart of flesh. 

27 Aod I will put my Spirit within 
you, and cause you to walk in my 
statutes, and ye shall keep my judg¬ 
ments and do them. 

28 And ye shall dwell in the land 
that I g&vo to your fathers; and ye 
shall be my people, and I will be your 
God. 

29 I will also save you from all your 
unoleanncsses ; and I will call for the 
corn, and will increase It, and lay no 

, famine upon you. 

30 And I will multiply the fruit of 

1 tho tree, and the increase of the field, 
that ye shall receive no more reproach 
of famine among tho heathen. 

31 Then Bhall ye remember your 
own evil ways, and your doings that 
were not good, and shall loathe your¬ 
selves in your own sight for your 
iniquities and for your abominations. 

32 Not for your sakes do I this, 
saith the Lord God, be it known unto 
you ; be ashamed and confounded Tot 
your own ways, 0 house of Israel. 

33 Thus saith tho Lord God ; In the 
day that I shall have cleansed you 
from all your iniquities I will also 
cause you lo dwell in the cities, and 
the wastes shall be builded. 

34 And tbe desolate land shall be 
tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the 
sight of all that passed by. 

35 And they snail say, This land 
that was desolate is become like the 
garden pf Eden ; and tho waste and 
desolato and ruined oities aro bcoome 
fonoed, and are inhabited. 

36 Then the heathen that are left 
round about you shall know that I 
tho Lord build the ruined places, and 

lant thut which was desolate; I the 
ord bavo spokon it, and I will do iL 

37 Thus saith tho Lord God; I will 
yet for this be inquired of by the 
house of Israel, to ao it for them; I 
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will inoreaae them with men like a 
hook. 

38 As the holy flock, as the flock of 
Jerusalem in her solemn feasts; so 
shall the waste cities be filled with 
Books of men; and they shatl know 
that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXVII. 

The resurrection of Israel—The two flicka — 
iVOTiuftf to IrraeL 

HE hand of the Lord was upon 
me, and oarried me out in the 
Spirit of the Lord, and set me down 
in the midst of the valley which was 
full of bones, 

2 And caused me to pass by them 
round about; and, behold, there were 
very many in the open valley; and, 
lo, they were very dry. 

3 And he said nnto me, Son of man, 
can these bones live ? And I answer¬ 
ed, 0 Lord God, thou knowest. 

4 Again he said nnto me. Prophesy 
upon these bones, and say unto them, 
0 ye dry bones, hear tho word of the 
Lord. 

5 Thussaith the Lord God unto these 
bonos ; Behold, I will oause breath to 
enter into you, and ye shall live; 

6 And I will lay sinews upon you, 
and will bring up flesh upon you, and 
oover you with skin, and put breath 
in you, and ye shall live; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord. 

7 So I prophesied as I was command¬ 
ed ; and as I prophesied, there was a 
noise, and behold a shaking, and the 
bones oame together, bone to his bone. 

8 And when I beheld, lo, the sinews 
and the flesh oame up upon them, 
and the skin covered them above; 
but there was no breath in them. 

9 Then said he unto me, Prophesy 
unto the wind, prophesy, son of man, 
and say to the wind, Thus saith the 
Lord God; Come from the four 
winds, 0 breath, and breathe upon 
these slain, that they may live. 

10 Sol prophesied as heoommanded 
me, and the breath came into them, 
and they lived, and stood np upon 
their feet, an ezoeeding great army. 

11 Then he said unto me, Son of 
man, these bones are the whole house 
of Israel; behold, they say. Our hones 
are dried, and our hope is loBt; we 
are cot off for our parts. 

12 Therefore prophesy and say unto 
them, Thus saith the Lord God ; Be¬ 


hold, 0 my people, I will open yout 
graves, and cause you to come up out 
of your graves, and bring you into 
the laud of Israel. 

13 And ye shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have opened your 
graves, 0 my people, and brought 
you up out of your graves. 

14 And shall put my Spirit in you, 
and ye shall live, and 1 shall place 
you in your own land : then shall ye 
know that I the Lord have spoken it, 
and performed it, 6aith the Lord. 

15 The word of the Lord came again 
unto me, saying, 

16 Moreover, thou son of man, take 
thee one stick, and write upon it, For 
Judah, and for the children of Israel 
his companions; then take another 
stick, and write upon it, For Joseph, 
tho stick of Ephraim, and for all the 
house of Israel his companions; 

17 And join them one to another 
into one stick ; and they shall become 
one in thine hand. 

13 And when the children of thy 
people shall speak unto thee, 6aying, 
Wilt thou not show us what thou 
meanest hy these ? 

19 Say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord God; Behold, I will take the 
stick of Joseph, which is in the hand 
of Ephraim, and the tribes of Israel 
his fellows, and will put them with 
him, even with tho stick of Judah, 
and make them one stick, and they 
shall be one in mine hand. 

20 And the sticks whereon thou 
writest shall be in thine hand before 
their eyes. 

21 And say unto tbem, Thus saith 
the Lord God ; Behold, I w ill take the 
children of Israel from among the 
heathen, whither they be gone, and 
will gather them on every side, and 
bring them into their own land; 

22 And I will make them one nation 
in tbc laud upon tho mountains of 
Israel ; and one king shall bo king 
to them all; and they shall he no 
more two nations, neither shall they 
be divided into two kingdoms any 
more at all; 

23 Noithor shall they defile them¬ 
selves any more with theii idols, nor 
with their detestable things, nor with 
any of their transgressions ; but I 
will save them out of all their dwell¬ 
ing-places, wheroin they have sinned. 
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ind will oleanoe them ; so shall they 
be my people, and I will be their God. 

24 And David my servant shall be 
king over them ; and they all Bhall 
have one shepherd ; they shall also 
walk in my judgments, and observe 
my statutos, and do them. 

2o And they Bhall dwoll in the land 
that I have given nnto Jacob my 
servant, wherein your fathers have 
dwell; and they shall dwell therein, 
even they, and their children, and 
their children's children for ever; and 
my servant David shall be their prince 
for ever. 

20 Moreover I will make a covenant 
of peace with them ; it shall be an 
everlasting covenant with them ; and 
I will place them, and multiply them, 
and will set my sanotuary in the 
midst of them for evermore. 

27 My tabemaole also shall be with 
them; yea, I will be thoir God, and 
they shall be my people. 

26 And the heatnon shall know that 
I the Lord do Banctify Israel, when 
my sanotuary shall be in the midst 
of them for evermore. 

CHAPTER XXXVIII. 

The army of Qog — God's judgment against 

him. 

ND the word of the Lord oamo 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy faoe against 
Gog, the land of Magog, the ohief 
prince of Moaheoh and Tubal, and 
prophosy against him, 

3 And say. Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I am against thee, 0 
Gog, the ohief prinoe of Mesheoh 
and Tubal; 

4 And I will turn tbee back, and 
ut hooks into thy jaws, and I will 
ring thee forth, and all thino army, 

horses and horsemen, all of them 
clothed with all sorts of armour, even 
a groat company with buoklers and 
shields, all of them handling swords; 

5 Persia, Ethiopia, and Libya with 
them; all of them with shield and 
holmet; 

6 Gomer, and all his bands; the 
houso of Togannah of the north 
quarters, and all his hands; and 
many people with thee. 

7 Be thou prepared, and prepare 
for thyself, thou, and all thy com¬ 
pany that are assembled unto thee, 
and be thou a guard unto them. 
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8 After many days thou shalt be 
visited; in the latter years thou shalt 
corao into the land that is brought 
back from the sword, and is gather¬ 
ed out of many people, against the 
mountains of Israel, which have beon 
always waste; but it is brought forth 
out of the nations, and they shall 
dwell safely all of them. 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come like 
a storm, thou shalt be like a cloud 
to cover the land, thou, and all thy 
bands, and many people with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord God; It shall 
also como to pass, that at the same 
time shall things come into thy mind, 
and thou shalt think an evil thought; 

11 And thou shalt say, I will go up 
to the land of unwalled villages; I 
will go to them that are at rest, that 
dwell safely, all of them dwelling 
wilhout walls, and having neither 
bars nor gates, 

12 To take a spoil, and to tako a 
prey; to turn thine hand upon the 
desolate places that are now inhabit¬ 
ed, and upon the peoplo that are 
gathered out of the nations, which 
have gotten cattle and goods, that 
dwell in the midst of the land. 

13 Sheba, and Dedan, and the 
merchants of Tarshish, with all the 
young lions thereof, shall say unto 
thee, Art thou come to take a spoil 7 
hast thou gathered thy company to 
take a prey ? to carry away silver 
and gold, to take away cattle and 
goods, to tako a great spoil ? 

14 Therefore, son of man, prophesy 
and say unto Gog, ThuB saitn the 
Lord God; In that day when my 
peoplo of Israel dwelleth safely, shalt 
thou not know it ? 

15 And thou shalt come from thy 
plaoc out of the north parts, thou, 
aDd many people with thee, all of 
them riding upon horses, a great 
oompany, and a mighty army; 

16 And thou shalt oomo up against 
my people of Israel, as a cloud to 
cover the land; it shall bo in the 
latter days, and I will bring thee 
against my land, that the heathen 
may know mo, when I shall he sanc¬ 
tified in thee, 0 Gog, hefore their eyes. 

17 Thus saith the Lord God; Art 
thou he of whom I have spoken in 
old time by my servants the prophets 
of Israel, which prophesied in those 
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days many years, that I would hring 
thee against them ? 

18 And it shall oome to pass at 
the same time when Gog shall come 
against the land of Israel, snilh the 
Lord God, that my fury Bhall come 
up in my face. 

10 For in my jealousy and in the 
fire of my wrath have I spoken, 
Surely in that day there 9hnll be a 
great shaking in the land of Israel: 

20 So that the fishes of the sea, 
and the fowls of the heaven, nnd the 
heasts of the field, and all creeping 
things that creep upon the earth, and 
all the men that arc upon the face of 
the earth, shall shake at my presence, 
and the mountains shall be thrown 
down, and the Bteep places shall fall, 
and every wall shall fall to the ground. 

21 And I will call for a sword against 
him throughout all my mountains, 
flftiih the Lord God; every man’s 
sword shall bo against his brother. 

22 And I will plead against him 
with pestilence and with blood; and 
I will rain upon him, and upon his 
bands, and up«>n tho maDy people thnt 
are with him,an overflowing rain,and 
great hailstones, f*re, and hrimstone. 

23 Thus will I magnify myself, and 
sanctify myself; and * will bo known 
in the eyes of many natu ns, nnd they 
Bhall know that I am the Lord. 

CHAPTER XXXIX. 

GotTi judgment upon Gog—IsraeTs vt 'tory — 
Israel shall be gathered. 
HEREFORE, thou son of m.'n, 
prophesy against Gog, and say, 
Thus saith the Lord God; Behold, 
I am against thee, 0 Gog, the chief 
prince of Mesheoh and Tubal; 

2 And I will turn thee hack, and 
leave hut the sixth part of thee, and 
will cause thee to come up from the 
uorth parts, aud will bring thee upon 
the mountains of Israel ; 

3 And I will emito thy how out of 
thy left hand, and will cause thine 
arrows to fall out of tby right hand. 

4 Thou shalt fall upon the moun¬ 
tains of Israel, thou, and all thy 
bands, and the people that is with 
thee; I will give theo unto the raven¬ 
ous birds of every sort, and to the 
beasts of the field, to be devoured. 

6 Thou shalt fall upon the open 
field; for I have spoken it, saith tho 
T *ord God 


6 And I will send a fire on Magog, 
and among them that dwell carelessly 
in the isles; and they shall know 
that I am the Lord. 

7 So will I make my b<dy natno 
known in the midst of my people 
Isruel; and I will not let them pol¬ 
lute my holy name any more ; and 
the heathen shall know that I am 
the Lord, the Iloly Oue in Israel. 

8 Behold, it is come, and it is done, 
saith the Lord God; this is the day 
whereof I have spoken. 

9 And they that dwell in the cities 
of Israel shall go forth, and ahull set 
on fire and burn the weapons, both 
the shields and tho bucklers, the 
hows and the arrows, and the hand- 
staves, and the spears, aud they shall 
burn them with fire seven years ; 

10 So that they shall take no wood 
out of the field, neither cut down 
any out of the forests; for they shall 
burn the weapons with fire; and they 
shall spoil thoso that spoiled them, 
and rob those that robbed them, saith 
the Lord God. 

11 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will give unto Gog a 
place thero of graves in Israel, the 
valley of the pnsscDgors on tho east 
of the bcs ; and it shall stop the- 
noses of the passengers; and there 
shall they bury Gog nnd all his mul¬ 
titude; and they shall call it, The 
valley of Hamon-gog. 

12 And seven months shall the 
bouse of Israel be burying of them, 
that they may cleanse the land. 

13 Yea, all the people of the land 
shell bury them ; and it shall be to 
them a renown the dny that I shall 
be glorifiod, saith the Lord God. 

1-1 And they shall sever out men 
of continual employment, passing 
through tho land, to bury with the 
passengers those that remain upon 
the face of the earth, to cleanse it; 
after the end of seven months shall 
they search. 

15 And tho passengers that pass 
through tho land, when any seeth a 
man’s bone, then shall he set up 
a sign by it, till the buriers have 
buried it in the valley of Hamon-gog. 

16 And also the name of the city 
shall be Hamonah. Thus shall they 
cleanse the land. 

17 And, Ihou son of man, thus sait> 




CHAPTER XL. 


the Lord God; Sponk unto every 
feathered fowl, and to evory beast of 
the field, Assemble yourselves, and 
oome; gather yourselves on every 
aide to my saorifioe that I do sacrifice 
for you, oven a great saorifioe upon 
the raouutains of Israel, that ye may 
eat flesh and drink blood. 

18 Te shall eat the flesh of the 
mighty, and drink the blood of tho 
prinocts of the earth, of rams, of lambs, 
and of goats, of buliook9, all of them 
Tattings of Bashan. 

19 And ye shall eat fat till ye be 
lull, and drink blood till ye be drunk¬ 
en, of my saorifioo whioh I have sacri¬ 
ficed for you. 

20 Thus ye shall be filled at my 
lablo with horses and ohariots, with 
mighty men, and with all men of war, 
saith the Lord God. 

21 And I will sot my glory among tho 
heathen, and all the heathen shall see 
my judgment that I have oxeoutod, 
and my hand that I have laid upon 
them. 

22 So the honse of Israol shall 
know Lhat I am the Lord their God 
from Lhat day and forward. 

23 And the heathen shall know that 
the house of Israol went into captivity 
fur their iniquity; because they tres¬ 
passed against me, therefore hid I 
my faoe from them, and gave them 
into the hand of their enemies; so fell 
they all by the Bword. 

24 According to their uncloanness 
and aooording to their transgrossions 
havo I dono unto them, and bid my 
face from them. 

25 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God; now will I bring again tho 
captivity of Jaoob, and have moroy 
upon the whole houso of Israol, and 
will bo jealous for my holy namo; 

20 After that Lboy have borne their 
eh unc, and all their trespasses where¬ 
by they have trespassed against me, 
whon they dwolt safely in their land, 
and none made them afraid. 

27 When I have brought them again 
from the peoplo, and gatherod them 
out of thoir enemies' lands, and am 
sanoLifiod in them in the sight of 
many nations; 

28 Thon shall they know that I am 
tho Lord their God, which caused 
them to be lod into captivity among 
the heathen; but I bare gathered 
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them unto their own land, and have 
left none of them any moro there. 

29 Neither will I hide my faoe any 
moro from them; for I havo poured 
out my Spirit upon the house of Is¬ 
rael, saith tho Lord God. 

CHAPTER XL. 

Vision of the city and tempi le. 

N the fivo and twentieth year of oar 
captivity, in the beginning of the 
year, in the tenth day of the month, 
in the fourteenth year after that the 
city was smitten, in tho self-same day 
the hand of the Lord was upon me, 
and brought me thither. 

2 In the visions of God brought he 
mo into the land of Israol, and sot 
me upon a very high mountain, by 
which was as tho frame of a oity on 
the south. 

u And he brought mo thither, and, 
behold, there waB a man whose ap¬ 
pearance was like tho appearance of 
brass, with a line of flax in his hand, 
and a measuring reed; and he stood 
in the gate. 

4 And the man said unto me, Son 
of man, behold with thine eyes, and 
hoar with thine earB, and set thine 
heart upon all that I shall show theo; 
for to the intent that I might show 
thorn unto thee art thou brought hi¬ 
ther; declare all that thou seest to the 
house of Israel. 

5 And behold a wall on the outside 
of the bouse round about, and in the 
man’s hand a measuring reed of six 
ouhits long by the oubit and a hand- 
breadth; so ho measured the breadth 
of the building, one reod; and the 
height, one reod. 

0 Then o&me he unto the gAte which 
looketh toward the east, and went up 
the stairs thereof, and measured the 
threshold of the gate, which was ono 
reed broad; and the other threshold 
of tho gate, whioh was one reed broad. 

7 And every little chamber was one 
reed long, and one roed broad; and 
betwoon the little ohambors were five 
cubits; and the threshold of tho gate 
by the poroh of the gate within was 
one reea. 

8 lie measured also the porch of 
the gate within, ono reod. 

9 Thou measured he tho porch of 
the gate, eight cubits; and the post* 
thereof, two oubits; and tho porch of 
the gate was inward. 
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10 And the little ohamberB of the 
gate eastward wore three on this side, 
and three on that side; they three 
were of one measure; and the posts 
had one measure on this side and on 
that Bide. 

11 And he measured the breadth of 
the entry of the gate, ten cubits; and 
the length of the gate, thirteen onbits. 

12 The space also before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this side, 
and the space was one cubit on that 
side; and the little ohambers were 
six cubits on this side, and six oubitB 
on that side. 

13 He measured then the gate from 
the roof of one little chamber to the 
roof of another; the breadth was five 
and twenty cubits, door against door. 

14 He made also poBts of three¬ 
score oubits, even unto the post of the 
court round about the gate. 

15 And from the face of the gate 
of the entrance nnto the face of the 
porch of the inner gate were fifty 
cubits. 

10 And there woro narrow windows 
to the little chambers, and to their 
posts within the gate round about, 
and likewise to the arches; and win¬ 
dows were round about inward; and 
upon eaoh post were palm trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the 
outward court, and, lo, there wore 
chambers and a pavement made for 
the court round about; thirty cham¬ 
bers wore upon the pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the side 
of the gates over againat the length 
of the gates was the lower pavement. 

19 Then he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, a hundred oobits eastward 
and northward. 

20 And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north, 
ho measured the length theroof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little ohambers theroof 
were three on this side and threo on 
that side; and the posts thereof and 
the arohes thereof were after the mea¬ 
sure of the first gate; the length 
thereof was fifty oubits, and Lho 
breadth fivo and twenty cubits. 

22 And thoir windows, and their 
arches, and thoir palm trees, were 
after the measure of the gate that 


looketh toward Lhe obeI; and they 
went up unto it by seven steps; and 
the arcncs thereof were hcforc them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
was over against the gate toward the 
north, and toward the east; and he 
measured from gale to gate a hundred 
cubits. 

24 After that he brought me toward 
the south, and behold a gale toward 
the sooth; and he measured the posts 
thereof, and the arches thereof, ac¬ 
cording to these measures. 

25 And there were wiudows in it 
and in the arches thereof round about, 
like those windows; the length was 
fifty cubits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cnbits. 

26 And there were sdven steps to go 
up to it, and the arches thereof were 
before them; and it had palm trees, 
one on this Bide, and another on that 
side, upon the posts thereof. 

27 And there was a gale in the in¬ 
ner court toward the south; and in* 
measured from gate to gate toward 
the south a hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner 
court by the south gate; and ho 
measured the south gate according to 
these measures; 

29 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, according to these measures ; 
and there wero windows in it and in 
the arches thereof round about; it 
was fifty cubits long, and five and 
twenty oubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about were 
five and twenty cubits long, and five 
cubits broad. 

31 And the arohes thereof wero to¬ 
ward the outer court; and palm trees 
wore upon the posts thereof; and (he 
going op to it had eight steps. 

32 And he brought me into the in 
ner court toward the cast; and ho 
measured the gato acoording to theso 
measures. 

33 And the little ohamhers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the arcing 
theroof, wore according to these men 
euros; and there were windows there¬ 
in and in the arches theroof round 
about; it was fifty cubits long, and 
five and twenty cubits broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were to¬ 
ward the outward court; and palm 
trees wore upon the posts thereof, on 
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this aide, and on thal side; and the 
going op to it had eight steps. 

35 And he brought mo to the north 
gato, and measured it aooording to 
these measures; 

30 The little chambers thereof, the 
posts thoroof, and the arohes thereof, 
and the windows to it round about; 
the length was fifty oubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

37 And the postB thereof were to¬ 
ward the outer court; and palm trees 
were upon the posts thoreof, on this 
side, and on that side; and the going 
up to it had eight stops. 

38 And the chainbors aud the en¬ 
tries theroof were by the posts of the 
gates, where they washed the burnt 
offering. 

30 And in the porch of the gato 
were two tables on this sido, and two 
tables on that side, to slay thereon 
the burnt offering and the sin offer¬ 
ing and trespass offering. 

40 And at the sido without, as ono 
goeth up to the entry of the north 
gato, were two tables; and on tho 
other Bide, which was at the porah of 
the gate, were two tables. 

41 Four tables wero on this sido, 
and four tables on that side, by the 
side of tho gate; eight tables, where¬ 
upon they slow their saorifioos. 

42 And tho four tables were of 
hown stono for the burnt offering, of 
a oubit and a half long, and a oubit 
and a half broad, and one oubit high; 
whereupon also thoy laid tho instru¬ 
ments wherewith thoy slow tho burnt 
offoring and tho saorilico. 

43 And within wore hooks, a hand 
broad, fastenod roundabout; and upon 
the tables was the flesh of the offoring. 

44 And without tho innor gate wero 
the chambers of the singers in the 
innor oourl, whioh was at the side of 
the north gate; and their prospect 
was toward tho south; one at the 
aide of the oast gate having the pros¬ 
pect toward tho norLh. 

45 And ho said unto mo, This ohnin- 
her, whoso prospoot is toward tho 
aouth, is for tho priests, tho koopers 
of tho charge of tho house. 

■16 And (ho chamber whoso proBpoot 
is toward the north is for tho priosts, 
the keepers of tho ohargo of the al¬ 
tar ; those are the sons of Zadok 
among the aona of Levi, whioh ooido 
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near to the Lord to miuistcr unto him. 
47 So he mcasurod the oourt, a hun¬ 
dred cubits long, and a hundred ou¬ 
bits broad, four-square; and the altar 
that was before the house. 

43 And ho brought me to the porch 
of the house, and measured eaoh post 
of the porch, five cubits on this side, 
and five cubits on that side; aud the 
breadth of the gate was three cubits 
on this side, and three oubits on that 
side: 

49 The length of the porch was 
twenty oubits, and the breadth eleven 
cubits; and he brought me by the 
steps whereby thoy went up to it; 
and there were pillars by the posts, 
one on this side, and another on that 
side. 

CHAPTER XLI. 

The measures, parts, chavxbers, and orna¬ 
ments of the temple. 
FTERWARD he brought me to 
the temple, and measured the 
posts, six oubits broad on the one 
side, and six oubits broad on the 
other side, which was the breadth of 
the tabornaole. 

2 And the breadth of the door was 
ten oubits; and the sides of the door 
were five oubits on the one aide, and 
livo oubits on the other Bide; and he 
measured the length thereof, forty cu¬ 
bits, and the breadth, twenty cubits. 

3 Then went he inward, and mea¬ 
sured the post of the door, two oubits; 
and the door, six cubits; and the 
breadth of the door, seven ouhita. 

4 So ho measured the length there¬ 
of, twenty oubits; and the breadth, 
cwonty oubits, before the temple ; and 
ho said unto me, This is tne me it 
holy placo. 

5 After ho measured tho wall of (he 
house, six oubits; and the broadth of 
every side ohamber, four cubits, round 
about the house on every sido. 

6 And the sido chambers were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wall whioh 
was of tho house for the side cham¬ 
bers round about, that they might 
have hold, but they had not hold in 
the wall of the house. 

7 And there was an enlarging, and 
a wiuding about still upward to the 
side ohambers; for the winding about 
of tho house went still upward round 
about the house; therefore the breadth 
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of the house was stilt upward, and 
so increased from the lowest chamber 
to tho highest by the midst. 

B I saw also the height of tho house 
round about; the foundations of tho 
aide chambers were a full reed of six 
great oabits. 

0 The thickness of the wall, which 
waB for the sido chamber without, 
was five oubits; and that whioh was 
left was the placo of tho side cham¬ 
bers that were within. 

10 And between the chambers was 
the wideness of twonty oubits round 
about the house on every side. 

11 And the doors of the side cham¬ 
bers were toward the placo that was 
left, one door toward the north, aud 
another door toward tho south; and 
the breadth of the place that was left 
was five oubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was be¬ 
fore the separate place at the end to¬ 
ward the west was seventy cubits 
broad ; and the wall of the building 
was five oubits thick round about, 
and the length thereof ninety cubits. 

13 So he measured the house, a hun¬ 
dred oubits long; and the separate 
place, and the building, with tho walls 
thereof, a hundred cubits long; 

14 AIbo the breadth of the face of 
the house, and of the separato place 
toward the east, a hundred cubits. 

16 And he measured the length of 
the building over against tha sepa¬ 
rate place whioh wqb behind it, And 
the galleries thereof on the one sido 
and on the othor aide, a hundred cu¬ 
bits, with the inner temple, and the 
porohes of the oourt; 

16 The door postB, and the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round 
about on their three stories, over 
against tho door, oeiled with wood 
roundabout, and from the ground up 
to the windows, and the windows 
were covered; 

IT To that above tho door, oven 
auto the inner house, and without, 
and by all the wall round about with¬ 
in and without, by measure. 

18 And it was made with cherubim 
and palm trees, so that a palm troo 
was botwoun a oborub and a cherub; 
and overy cherub had two faces; 

19 So that tho face of a man was 
toward the palm tree on Llioono Bido, 
and the face of a young lion toward 


tho palm treo on the other side; It 
was mado through all the house 
round about. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door were cherubim and palm trees 
made, and on the wall of the temple. 

21 The posts of the temple were 
squared, and tho face of the sanctu¬ 
ary ; the appearance of the one as the 
appearance of the other. 

22 The altar of wood was three 
cubits high, and tho length thereof 
two cubits; and the corners thereof, 
and the length thereof, and tho wall* 
thereof, were of wood ; and he Baid 
unto me, This is the table that it* 
before the Lord. 

23 And the temple aud tho sanc¬ 
tuary had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves 
apiece, two turning leaves ; two leaves 
for the ono door, and two loaves for 
the other door. 

25 And there were made on them, 
on the doors of tho temple, cherubim 
and palm trees, like as wero made upon 
the walls; and there were thick planks 
upon the face of the porch without. 

20 And there wore narrow windows 
and palm trees on tho one side and 
on the other side, on the sides of the 
porch, and upon the side chamber? 
of the house, and thick planks. 

CHAPTER XLII. 

77ie duimbrn frr the priests—The measures 
of the. outward court. 

HEN he brought mo forth into 
the outer court, the way toward 
the north ; and bo brought me into 
tho chamber that was over against 
the separate place, and whioh was 
before tho building toward the north. 

2 Before the length of a hundred 
oubits was the north door, and the 
breadth was fifty oubits. 

3 Over against the twenty oubits 
which wore for the inner court, and 
over against the pavement whioh was 
for the outer court, was gallery against 
gallery in throe stories. 

4 And hoforo tho chamhers was n 
walk of ten cubits breadth inward, s 
way of ono cubit; and their doors 
toward the north. 

5 Now tho uppor chambers wore 
sbortor ; for the galleries were higher 
than these, than Ibo lower, and than 
the middlemost of tho building. 

0 For they wore in throe etories, but 
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bad not pillars as the pillars of the 
courts; therefore tho building was 
straitened more than the lowest &Dd 
the middlemost from tho ground. 

7 And tho wall that was without 
over against the ohambers, toward 
the outer court on tho forepart of tho 
chambers, tho length thorcof was 
fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers 
that wore in tho outer court was fifty 
cubits; and, lo, beforo Lho temple 
were a hundrod cubits. 

0 And from under these chambers 
was tho ontry on tho cast side, as one 
goeth into them, from the outer court. 

10 The ohambers were in the thiek- 
ncsB of tho wall of the court toward 
the east, over against tho separato 
plaoo, and over against the building. 

11 And the way before them was 
like tho appearance of the chambers 
whioh wore toward the north, as long 
as they, and as broad as they ; and 
all their goings out were both accord¬ 
ing to their fashions, and according 
to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of 
the ohambers that were toward the 
south was a door in the head of the 
way, even the way directly before 
tho wall toward the cast, asoneentcr- 
eth into them. 

13 Then said he unto me, Tho north 
ohambers and the south chambers, 
whioh are heforo tho separate place, 
thoy be holy ohambers, whero the 
priests that approach unto the Lord 
shall eat the most holy things; there 
shall they lay the most holy things, 
and the meat offering, and tbo sin 
offering, and tho trespass offering; 
for the plaae is holy. 

14 When the priests enter theroin, 
then shall they not go out of the holy 
plaoo into the outor court, hut tbore 
they shall lay thoir garments wborein 
they minister; for they are holy; 
and shall put on other garments, and 
shall approach to those things which 
are for the people. 

16 Now when ho had made an end 
of measuring tho inner house, he 
brought me forth toward the gato 
whose prospect is toward the east, 
and measured it round about. 

16 He measured the oast sido with 
the measuring reed,five hundred roods, 
with the measuring rood round about. 
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17 He measured lho north side, five 
hundrod reeds, with the measuring 
rood round about. 

18 He measured tho south side, five 
hundred rccus, with the measuring 
rcod. 

19 lie lurned about to tho west side, 
and measured five hundrod roods, 
with the measuring reed. 

20 He measured it by tho four sidos ; 
it had a wall round about, five hun¬ 
dred reeds long, aud fivo hundred 
broad, to make a separation between 
the sanctuary and the profano place. 

CIIAPTKR XUI1. 

'17>t return of the glory of God into the tem¬ 
ple—Sin hindered G<xts presence—Obser¬ 
vance of the Uiw oj the house er\joined—The 
altar, 

A fterward he brought me to 

tho gato, evon tho gate that 
looketh toward lho east; 

2 And, behold, the glory of tho God 
of Israel came from tho way of lho 
cast; and his voice was like a noise 
of many waters ; and tho earth shined 
with his glory. 

3 And it was according to tho 
appearance of the vision whioh I saw, 
oven according to the vision that I 
saw when I came to destroy the oily; 
and the visions were like the vision 
lhat I saw by the river Cbebar; and 
I fell upon my face. 

•I And tho glory of tho Lord enmo 
into the house by tho way of tho gate 
whoso prospeot is toward tho east. 

5 So the Spirit took me up, and 
brought me into tho innor court; and, 
behold, tho glory of the Lord filled 
the house. 

6 And I heard him spoaking unto 
mo out of tho house; and the man 
Btood by me. 

7 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
tho placo of my throne, and tbo place 
of tne soles of my feet, where I will 
dwoll in the midst of the children of 
Israol for ovor, and my holy name, 
shall tho house oflsraal no more defile, 
neither they, nor their kings, by their 
whoredom, nor by tho caroassos of 
their kings in thoir high places. 

8 In thoir sotting of their threshold 
by my thresholds, and thoir post by 
my posts, and tho wall between me 
and them, they have evon dofiled my 
holy name by their abominations that 
they have committed; whorofore I 
have consumed them in mine anger. 
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0 Now let them pat away their 
whoredom, and the caronBses of their 
kings, far frcJi me, and I will dwell 
in the midst of them for ever. 

10 Thou Bon of man, show the honse 
to the house of Israel, that they may 
be aBhamed of their iniquities ; and 
let them measuro the pattern. 

11 And if they be ashamed of all 
that they have dono, show them the 
form of the house, and the fashion 
thereof, and the goings out thereof, 
and the comings in thereof, and all 
the forms thereof, and all tho ordi¬ 
nances thereof, and all tho forms 
thereof, and all the laws thereof; and 
write it in their sight, that they may 
keep the whole form thereof, and all 
the ordinances thereof, and do them. 

12 This is the law of the bouse; 
Upon the top of the mountain the 
wnole limit thereof round about shall 
be most holy. Behold, this is the law 
of the house. 

13 And these are the measures of 
the altar after the cubits ; The cubit 
is a cuhit and a hand-breadth ; even 
the hottom shall be a cubit, and the 
breadth a oubit, and the border there¬ 
of by tho edge thereof round about 
shall he a span ; and this Bhall be the 
higher place of the altar. 

14 And from the bottom upon the 
ground even to the lower settle shall 
be two ouhite, and the breadth one 
oubit; and from the lesser settle even 
to the greater settle shall be four cu¬ 
bits, and the hreadth one cubit. 

15 So the altar shall be four cubits; 
and from the altar and upward shnll 
be four horns. 

16 And the altar shall be twelve 
cubita long, twelve broad, square in 
the four squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shall be fourteen 
ouhits long and fourteen broad in the 
four Bquares thereof; and the border 
abont it shall be half a cubit; and 
the bottom thereof shall be a cubit 
about; and his stairs shall look to¬ 
ward the east. 

18 And he said unto me, Son of 
man, thus saith the Lord God ; These 
are the ordinances of tho altar in the 
day when they shall make it, to offer 
burnt offerings thereon, and to sprin¬ 
kle blood thereon. 

19 And thou shnlt give to the 
priests tho Levitos, that be of the 


seed of Zadok, which approach nnU. 
me, to minister unto me, saith the 
Lord God, a young bullock for a sin 
offering. 

20 And thou shall take of the hlood 
thereof, and put it on the four horns 
of it, and on the four corners of the 
settle, and upon the border round 
about; thus shall thou cleanse and 
purge it. 

21 Thou shalt take the bullock also 
of the sin offering, and he shall barn 
it in the appointed place of the house, 
without the sanctuary. 

22 And on tho second day thou 
shalt offer a kid of the goats without 
hlemish for a sin offering: and they 
shall eleanse the altar, as they di<l 
cleanse it with the hullock. 

23 When thou hast made an end of 
cleansing it, Ibou shalt offer a young 
bullock without hlemish, and a ram 
out of the flock without lilemish. 

24 And thon shall offer them before 
the Lord, and the priests shall cast 
salt upon them, and they shall offur 
them up for a hurnt offering unto the 
Lord. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare 
every day a goat for a sin offering; 
they shall also prepare a young bul¬ 
lock, and a ram out of the flock, 
without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge lht> 
altar and purify it; and tney shall 
consecrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are expired, 
it shall be, that upon the eighth day, 
and so forward, tho priests shall make 
your burnt offerings upon the altar, 
and your peace offerings; and I will 
accept you, saith the Lord God. 

CHAPTER XLIV. 

The east gate assigned to the prince —77u 

priests rejyroved /or poUuting the tone- 

tuary—Ordinances ^Cyr the priests. 

HEX he brought me back the way 
of the jrate of the outward sane- 
tuary which looketh toward the east; 
and it was shut. 

2 Then said the Lord unto me; 
This gate shall be shut, it shall not 
bo opened, and no man shall enter 
in by it; because the Lord the God 
of Israol hath entered in by it, there¬ 
fore it shnlt be shut. 

3 It is for the princo ; the prince, 
ho shall sit in it to eat bread before 
the Lord; he shall enter by tho way 
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•f the poroh of that gate, and shall 
go out by the way of the same. 

4 Then hroughl he me the way of 
the north gate before the house; and 

I looked, and, behold, the glory of 
tho Lord filled the houso of the Lord; 
and I fell upon toy face. 

5 And tho Lord said unto me, Son 
of man, mark woll, and behold with 
thino eyes, and hear with thine ears 
all that I say unto thee concerning 
all tho ordinances of tho house of 
the Lord, and all the laws thereof; 
and mark well the entering in of the 
houso, with every going forth of tho 
Mnotuary. 

6 And thou shalt say to the rebel¬ 
lious, even to the bouse of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord God ; 0 ye houso 
of Israel, let it suffice you of all your 
abominations, 

7 In that ye havo brought into my 
sanotuary atrangors, uncircumciscd 
in heart, and unciroumciscd in flesh, 
to bo in my sanctuary, to pollute it, 
even my house, when ye offer my 
bread, tho fat and tho blood, aod 
they have broken my oorenant be- 
onuse of all your abominations. 

8 Ye have not kept the ohargo of 
mine holy things; but ye have set 
keepers of my charge in my sanc¬ 
tuary for yourselves. 

9 Thus saith tho Lord God; No 
stranger, unoiroumcised in heart, nor 
unoiroumoised in flesh, shall entor 
into my sanotuary, of any stranger 
that is among the ohildren of Israel. 

ID And the Lovitos that are gone 
away far from me, when Israel went 
astray, whioh wont astray away from 
me after their idols; they shall even 
bear thoir iniquity. 

II Yet they shall bo ministers in 
my sanctuary, having charge at the 
gates of the houso, and ministering 
to tho house; they shall slay the 
burnt offering and the eacrifloo for 
the people, and they shatl stand be¬ 
fore them to minister unto them. 

12 Because they ministerod unto 
them before their idols, and oaused 
the house of Israel to fall into in¬ 
iquity ; therefore have I lifted up miuo 
hand against them, saith tho Lord God, 
and they shall hear thoir iniquily. 

13 Aud they shall not oomo near 
onto me, to do the offioo of a priest 
onto me, nor to oome noar to any 
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of my holy things, in the most holy 
place; but they shall boar their 
shame, and their abominations whioh 
they have committed. 

14 Dul I will make them keepers 
of the charge of the house, for all 
the service thereof, and for all that 
shall be done therein. 

15 But the priests the Levites, the 
sons of Zadok, thal kept the charge 
of my sanctuary when the ohildren 
of Israel went astray from me, they 
shall oome noar to me to minister 
unto me, and they shall stand before 
me to offer unto me the fat and the 
blood, saith the Lord God; 

16 They shall enter into my sano¬ 
tuary, and they shall come near to 
my table, to minister unto me, and 
they shall keep my charge. 

17 And it shall come to pass, that 
when they entor in at the gates of 
tho inner court, they shall he clothed 
with linen garments; and no wool 
shall come upon them, while they 
minister in tho gates of the innor 
court, and within. 

18 They shall have linen bonnets 
upon their bends, and shall have 
linen breeches upon their loins ; they 
shall not gird themselves with any 
thing that causcth sweat. 

19 And when they go forth into the 
outer court, oven into tho outer court 
to the people, they shall put off their 
garments wherein they ministered, 
and lay them in the holy chambers, 
and they shall put on other garments; 
and they shall not sanctify the peo¬ 
ple with their garments. 

20 Neither shall they shave their 
heads, nor suffer their locks to grow 
long; they shall only poll their heads. 

21 Neithor shall any priest drink 
wine, when they enter into tho inner 
court. 

22 Neither shall they take for their 
wives a widow, nor her that Is put 
away; but they shall take maidens 
of tho soed of the house of Israel, or 
a widow that had a priost boforo. 

23 And thoy shall teach my people 
the difference between the holy and 

rofano, and oause thorn to disoorn 
otween the unclean and the clean. 

24 And iu controversy they shall 
stand in judgment; and thoy shall 
judge it aaoording to my judgments ; 
and they shall kocp my laws and my 
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statutes in all mice assemblies; and 
they shall hallow my sabbaths. 

25 And they shall come at no dead 
person to defile themselves; but for 
father, or for mother, or for son, or 
for daughter, for brother, or for sister 
that hath bad no husband, they may 
defile themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they 
shall reckon unto him seven days. 

27 And in the day that he goeth into 
the sanctuary, unto the inner court, 
to minister in the sanctuary, he shall 
offer his eiu offering, eaitb the Lord 
God. 

28 And it shall bo unto them for an 
inheritance; lam their inheritance; 
and ye shall give them no possession 
in Israel; I am thoir possession. 

29 They shall eat the meat offering, 
and the sin offering, und the trespass 
offering; and every dedicated thing 
in Israel shall be theirs. 

30 And Lhe first of all the Grst-fruila 
of all things, and every oblntion of 
all, of every sort of your oblations, 
shall be the priest's; ye shall also 
give unto the priest tho first of your 
dough, that he may cause the blessing 
to rest in thine house. 

31 The priests shall not eat of any 
thing that is dead of itself, or torn, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 

CHAPTER XLV. 

The. land apportioned—Ordinances for the. 
prince. 

OREOVER, when yoshall divide 
by lot the land for inheritance, 
ye shall offer an oblation unto tho 
Lord, a holy portion of the land; 
tho length shall bo the length of five 
and twenty thousand reeds, and the 
breadth shall be ten thousand. This 
shall be holy in all the borders there¬ 
of round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the sanc¬ 
tuary five hundred in length, with 
five hundred in breadth, square round 
about; and fifty cubits round about 
for the suhurbs thereof. 

3 And of this measure shalt thou 
measure the length of five and twenty 
thousand, and the breadth of ten thou¬ 
sand; and in it shall be the sanctuary 
and the most holy place. 

■1 The holy portion of the land shall 
be for tho priests the ministers of the 
sanctuary, which shall come near to 
minister unto tho Lord; and it shall 


be a place for their houses, and a hoi) 
place for the sanctuary. 

5 And the five and twenty thousand 
of length, and the ten thousand of 
breadth, shall also the Lcvites, the 
ministers of the bouse, have for them¬ 
selves, for a possession for twenty 
chambers. 

6 And ye shall appoint the posses¬ 
sion of the city five thousand broad, 
and five and twenty thousand long, 
over against the oblation of the holy 
portion; it shall be for the whole house 
of Israel. 

7 And a portion shall be for the 
prince on the one side and on the 
other side of tho oblation of the holy 
portion, and of the possession of tho 
city, before the oblation of the holy 
portion, and before the possession of 
the city, from the west aide westward, 
and from the east Bide eastward ; ami 
the length shall be over against on*.- 
of tho porLions, from the west border 
unto tho east border. 

8 In the land shall be his possession 
in Israel; and my princes shall no 
more oppress my people; and the 
rest of the land shall they give tu i ln- 
house of Israel according to their 
trihos. 

9 Thus saith the Lord God; Let ii 
suffice you, 0 princes of Israel ; re¬ 
move violence and spoil, and execute 
judgment and justice, take away your 
exactions from my people, saith the 
Lord God. 

10 Ye shall have just balances, and 
a just ephah, and a just bath. 

11 The ephah and the bath shall 
be of one measure, that the bath may 
contain the tenth part of a homer, 
ond lhe ephah the tenth part of a 
homer; the measure thereof shall be 
after the homer. 

12 And tho shekel shall be twenty 
gerahs; twenty shekels, five and 
twenty shekels, fifteen shekels, shall 
be your mnneh. 

13* This 19 tho oblation that ye shall 
offer; tho sixth part of an ephah of 
n homer of whoAt, aud ye shall give 
the sixth part of an ephah of a homer 
of barley. 

14 Concerning the ordinance of oil, 
the hath of oil, yo shall offer the tenth 
part of a bath out of tho cor, which 
is a homer of ten baths; for ten hatha 
are n homer; 
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16 And one lamb out of Iho (lock, 
out of two hundred, out of the fat 
pastures of Israel; for a meat offering, 
and for a burnt offering, and for pence 
offerings, to make reconciliation for 
them, Baith the Lord God. 

16 All the people of the land shall 
give this oblation for the princo in 
Israel. 

17 And it shall he the prinoe's part 
to give burnt offerings, and meat of¬ 
ferings, and drink offerings, in the 
feasts, and in the new moons, and in 
the sabbaths, in all solemnities of the 
house of Israel; he shall prepare the 
sin offering, and the meat offering, 
and the hurnt offering, and the peaco 
offerings, to make reconciliation for 
the honso of Israel. 

18 Thus Baith the Lord God; Id the 
first month, in the first day of the 
month, thou shalt take a young bul¬ 
lock without blemish, and oleanso the 
eanotuary; 

10 Aud the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering, and put it 
upon the posts of the house, and upon 
the four corners of the settle of tho 
altar, and upon the posts of tho gate 
of tho inner court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the seventh 
day of the month for every ODe that 
orreth, and for him that is simple; so 
shall ye reconcile tho house. 

21 In the first month, in the four¬ 
teenth day of the month, yo shall havo 
tho passover, a feast of seven days; 
unloavenod bread shall be eaten. 

22 And upon that day Bhall tho 
prinoc prepare for himself and for all 
tho people of the land a bullock for a 
sin offering. 

23 And seven days of the feast he 
shall prepare a burnt offoring to the 
Lord, seven bullocks and sovon rams 
without blemish daily tho seven days; 
and a kid of the goats daily for a sin 
offering. 

24 And lie shall prepare a meat of¬ 
fering of an ephah for a bullock, and 
an ephah for a ram, and a bin of oil 
for an ephah. 

26 In the sovonth month, in the flf- 
toonth day of tho month, shall ho do 
the like in tho feast of tho seven days, 
according to tho sin offering, accord¬ 
ing to the burnt offering, and accord¬ 
ing to tho meat offering, and accord¬ 
ing to tho oil. 


Cl I A I’TKIl XMI. 

Ordinances for the princt. in his worship, 
and for the jieopU. 

HUS saifh the Lord God; The 
gale of the inner court that look- 
eth toward the east shall be shut the 
six working dnys; but on tho sabbath 
it shall be opened, and in Iho day of 
the now moon it shall he opened. 

2 And the prince shall entor by the 
way of the porch of that gate withoat, 
and shall stand by the post of the 
gate, and the priests shall prepare his 
burnt offering and his peace offerings, 
and ho shall worship at the threshold 
of the gate; then ho shall go forth; 
hut the gate shall not he shut until 
the evening. 

3 Likewise tho people of the land 
shall worship at tho door of this gate 
beforo the Lord in the sabbaths and 
in the new moons. 

4 And tho burnt offering that the 
prince shall offer unto the Lord in the 
sabbath day shall bo six lambs without 
blciuish, and a ram without blemish, 

5 And tbo meat offering shall bo an 
ephuh for a ram, and the meat offering 
for the lambs as he shall be able to 
give, and a hin of oil to an ephah. 

0 And in tho day of the new moon 
it shall bo a young bullock without 
blemish, and six Iambs, and a ram ; 
they shall bo without blemish. 

7 And ho shall preparo a meat of¬ 
fering, an ephah for a bullock, and 
an ophah for a ram, and for the lambs 
according as his hand shall attain 
unto, and a hin of oil to an ephah. 

8 And when tho princo shall enter, 
he shall go in by the way of the 
porch of that gate, and ho shall go 
forth by the way thereof. 

9 But when the pcoplo of tho land 
shall come beforo the Lord in the 
solemn feasts, ho that entcrcth in by 
tho way of the north gate to worship 
shall go out by tho way of the soutn 
gate; and ho that entereth by the way 
of the south gato shall go forth by 
tho way of the north gate; he shall 
not return by tho way of the gate 
whereby he came in, but shall go 
forth over against it. 

10 And the princo in tho midst of 
them, when thoy go in, shall go in; 
end whon thoy go forth, shall go 
forth. 

11 And in the foasts and in the 
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solemnities the meat offering shall be 
an ephah to a bullock, and an cphah 
to a ram, and to the lambs as he is 
able to give, and a hin of oil to an 
ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall pre¬ 
pare a voluntary burnt offering or 
peace offerings voluntarily unto the 
Lord, one shall then open him the 
gate that looketh toward the east, 
and he shall prepare his burnt offer¬ 
ing and his peace offerings, as he did 
on the sabbath day; then he shall go 
forth; and after his going forth one 
shall shut the gate. 

13 Thou ehalt daily prepare a burnt 
offering unto the Lord of a lamb of 
the first year without blemish; thou 
shalt prepare it every morning. 

14 And thon shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it evory morning, tho 
sixth part of an ephah, and the third 
part of a hin of oil, to Lemper with 
the fine flour; a meat offering con¬ 
tinually by a perpetual ordinance 
nnto Lhe Lord. 

15 Thus shall they prepare the 
lamb, and the meat offering, and the 
oil, every morning for a continual 
burnt offering. 

10 Thus s&ith the Lord Qod; If Lhe 
prince give a gift unto any of his 
sons, the inheritance thereof shall bo 
his sons'; it shall he their possession 
by inheritance. 

17 But if he give a gift of his in¬ 
heritance to one of his servants, then 
it shall be his to tho year of liberty; 
after, it shall return to the princo; 
hut his inheritance shall be his 90 ns' 
for them. 

18 Moreover the prinoe shall not 
take of the people’s inheritance by 
oppression, to thrust them out of their 
possession ; but he shall give his sons 
inheritance out of his own posses¬ 
sion ; that my people be not soattered 
every man from his possession. 

19 Aftor he brought me through 
the entry, whioh was at the side of 
the gate, into the holy ohambors of 
the priests, which looked toward the 
north ; and, behold, there was a place 
on the two sides westward. 

20 Then said he unto me, This is 
the plaoe where the priests shall boil 
the trespass offering and the sin offer¬ 
ing, where they shall bake tho meat 
tfforing; that they hear them not out 


into the outer court, to sanotify the 
people. 

21 Then be hroughl me forth into 
the outer court, and caused me to 
pass by the four corners of the court; 
and, behold, in every corner of the 
court there was a court. 

22 In the four corners of the coart 
there were courts joined of forty cubits 
long and thirty broad; these four 
corners were of one measure. 

23 And there was a row of building 
round about in them, round about 
them four, and it was made with boil¬ 
ing places under the rows round abonL 

24 Then said be unto me, Theee 
arc the places of them that boil, 
where the ministers of the house 
shall boil the sacrifice of the people. 

CHAPTER XLVII. 

The vision of Vie holy waters — The virtue of 
than — The border* of the land — The divi- 
lion of it by lot. 

FTERWARD he brought mo 
again unto the door of the 
house; and, behold, waters issued 
out from under the threshold of tho 
houso eastward ; lor tho forefront of 
the house stood toward the east, and 
the waters came down from under, 
from the right aide of tho house, at 
the south side of tho altar. 

2 Then brought he me out of the 
way of the gate northward, and led 
me about the way without unto the 
outer gate by tho way that looketh 
eastward ; and, heboid, there ran out 
waters on the right side. 

3 And when tho man that had the 
line in his hand went forth eastward, 
he measured a thousand cubits, and 
he brought me through the waters; 
the waters were to the ankles. 

4 Again he measured a thousand, 
and brought me through the waters; 
the waters were to the knees. Again 
he measured a thousand, and brought 
mo through; the waters were to the 
loins. 

5 Afterward he measured a thou¬ 
sand ; and it was a river that I oould 
not pass over; for the waters were 
risen, waters to 6wim in, a river that 
oould not he passed over. 

6 And he said unto me, Son o r man, 
hast thou seen this ? Then ho brought 
me, and caused me to return to the 
brink of tho river. 

7 Now when I had returned, behold. 
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at the bank of Ihc river were very 
many trees on the one Bide and on 
the other. 

8 Then said he unto me, These 
waters issue out toward the east 
oountry, and go down into the des¬ 
ert, and go into the sea; whioh being 
brought forth into the sea, the waters 
shall be healed. 

0 And It shall come to pass, that 
every thing that liveth, which moveth, 
whithersoever the rivers shall come, 
shall livo ; and there shall be a very 
great multitude of fish, because these 
waters shall como thither; for they 
shall be healed; and every thing shall 
live whither the river comcth. 

10 And it shall come to pass, that 
the fishers shall stand upon it from 
En-gedi oven unto En-eglaim : they 
shall he a place to spread forth nets; 
their fish snail be according to their 
kinds, as the fish of tho great sea, 
exceeding many. 

11 Rut the miry plaoe3 thereof and 
the marshos thereof shall not be 
healod; they shall he given to salt. 

12 And by the river upon the bank 
thereof, on this side and on that side, 
shall grow all trees for inent, whose 
leaf shall not fade, neithor shall the 
fruit thereof be consumed; it shall 
bring forth new fruit according to 
bis months, beoauso their waters they 
issuod out of the sanctuary; and the 
fruit thereof shall be for meat, and 
the leaf thereof for medicine. 

13 Thus saith tho Lord God; This 
shall bo the border, whereby ye shall 
inhorit tho land according to the 
twelve tribos of Israel; Josoph shiill 
have two portions. 

14 And ye shall inhorit it, one as 
well as another; oonoerning the whioh 
I lifted up mine hnnd to give it nnto 
your fathers; and this land shall fall 
unto you for inheritanoe. 

15 And this shall be the border of 
the land toward tho north sido, from 
the grout Bca, the way of llethlon, as 
meu go to Zodad ; 

10 Hamath, Rerothah, Sibraitn, 
wbioh 1 b between the border of Da¬ 
mascus and tho border of Ilamath; 
Hazar-hattioon, whioh is by the ooast 
of Ilauran. 

17 And the bordor from tho soa 
shall b*» Ilazar-onan, tho border of 
Damascus, and the north northward, 
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and the border of Hamath. And 
this is the north side. 

18 And the east side ye shall mea¬ 
sure from Hauran, and from Damas¬ 
cus, and from Gilead, and from the 
land of Israel by Jordan, from the 
border nnto the east sea. And this is 
the east side. 

19 And the south side southward, 
from Tamar even to the waters of 
strife in Kadesh, the river to the 
great sea. And this is the south side 
southward. 

20 The west side also shall be the 
great sea from the border, till a man 
como over against Ilamath. This is 
the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land unto 
you aocording to tho trihes of Israel. 

22 And it shall come to pass, that 
yo shall divide it by lot for an inherit¬ 
ance unto you, and to the strangers 
that sojourn among yon, whioh shall 
beget children among you; and they 
shall be unto you as born in the 
country among tho children of Israel; 
they shall have inheritance with you 
among the trihes of Israel. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that 
in what tribe the stranger sojourncth, 
thero shall ye give him his inherit¬ 
ance, saith tho Lord God. 

CHAPTER XLVII1. 

The portions of ike twelve tribes, of the sanc¬ 
tuary, of the city and suburbs, and of the 

prince—Vie dimensions and gates of the 

city. 

OW these are the n&mos of the 
tribes. From the north end to 
tho coast of the way of Hethlon, as 
one goeth to Hamath, Hazar-enan, 
the bordor of Damascus northward, 
to tho ooast of namath; for these are 
his sides east and wost; a portion for 
Dan. 

2 And by the border of Dan, from 
the east sido unto tho west side, a 
portion for Asher. 

3 And by the border of Asher, from 
tho cast side even unto the west sido, 
a portion for Naphtali. 

4 And by the border of Naphtali, 
from tho oast side unto tho west side, 
a portion for Manassoh. 

5 And by the border of Manasaeh, 
from the cast sido unto tho west side, 
a portion for Ephraim. 

C And by the border of Ephraim, 
from the east side oven unto the west 
side, a portion for Roubeu. 
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7 And by the border of Reuben, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
a portion for Judah. 

8 And by the border of Judah, from 
the cast side unto the west eido, shall 
be the offering which yc shall offer of 
five and twenty thousand reeds in 
breadth, and in length as one of tbe 
other parts, from the east side unto 
the west side; and the Banctuary 
shall be in the midst of it. 

9 The oblation that ye eh all offer 
unto the Lord shall bo of five and 
twenty thousand in length, and of 
ten thousand in breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the 
priests, shall be this holy oblation; 
toward the north five and twenty 
thousand in length, and toward the 
west ten thousand in breadth, and 
toward the east ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the south five 
and twenty thousand in length; and 
the sanctuary of tho Lord shall he in 
the midst thereof. 

11 It shall be for the priests that 
are sanctified of the sons of Zadok; 
which have kept my charge, which 
went not astray when the children 
of Israel went astray, as the Levites 
went astray. 

12 And this oblation of the land 
that is offered shall bo unto them a 
thing most holy hy the border of the 
Levites. 

13 And over against the border of 
the priests, the Levites shall have fivu 
and twenty thousand in length, and 
ten thousand in breadth; all the 
length shall be Gve and twenty thou¬ 
sand, and the breadth ten thousand. 

14 And they shall not Bell of it, 
neither exchange, nor alionate the 
flrBt-fruits of the land; for it is holy 
unto tbo Lord. 

15 And tho five thousand, that are 
left in the breadth over against the 
five and twenty thousand, shall bo a 
profano plaeofor the city, for dwelling, 
and for suburbs; and the city shall ho 
in tho midst thereof. 

16 And those shall be the measures 
thereof; the north sido four thousand 
and five hundred, and tho south side 
four thousand and five hundred, and 
■on the cast sido four thousand and fivo 
hundred, and the west sido four thou¬ 
sand and five hundred. 

17 And the suburbs of the city shall 


bo toward the north two hundred and 
fifty, and toward the east two hun¬ 
dred and fifty, and toward the east 
two hundred and fifty, and toward the 
west two hundred and fifty. 

18 And the residue in length over 
against the oblation of the holy por¬ 
tion shall bo ten thousand eastward, 
and ten thoueand westward; and it 
shall be over against the oblation of 
the holy portion; and the increase 
thereof shall bo for food uDto them 
that serve the city. 

19 And they that serve the city &h ill 
serve it out of all the tribes of Israel. 

20 AH the oblation shall be five and 
twenty thousand by five and twenty 
thousand; ye shall offer the holy 
oblation four-square, with the pos¬ 
session of the city. 

21 And the residue shall be for the 
prince, on the one side and on the 
other of the holy oblation, and of the 
possession of the city, over against 
the five and twenty thousand of the 
oblation toward the east border, urui 
westward over against the five and 
twenty thousand toward the west bor¬ 
der, over against the portion for the 
prince: and it shall b<? the holy obla¬ 
tion; and tbe sanctuary of the bouse 
shall be in the midst thereof. 

22 Moreover, from the possession of 
the Levites, and from the possession 
of the city, being in the midst of that 
which is tho prince's, between the 
border of Judah and the border of 
Benjamin, 6hall be for the prince. 

23 As for the rest of tho tribes, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Benjamin shall have a portion. 

24 And by the border of Benjamin, 
from the east side unto tbe west side, 
Simeon shall have a portion. 

25 And by tho horder of Simeon, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Issnohar a portion. 

26 And by the border of Issachar, 
from the east side unto the west side, 
Zcbulun a portion. 

27 And by the border of Zebulun, 
from tho oast side unto the west side, 
Gad a portion. 

28 And by tho border of Gad, at 
the south side southward, the bordor 
shall be even from Tamar unto the 

I waters of strife in Kadosh, and tu 
( the rivor toward tho great sea. 

29 This is tho land which yo shall 
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divide by let unto the tribes of Israel 
for inheritance, and these are their 
portions, eaith the Lord Ood. 

30 And these are the goings out of 
the city on the north side, four thou¬ 
sand and live hundred measures. 

31 And the gates of the oity shall 
be after the names of the tribes of 
Israol; throo gates northward; one 
gate of Reuben, one gate of Judah, 
one gate of Levi. 

32 And at the cast sido four thou¬ 
sand and five hundred; aud three 
gates; and one gale of Joseph, one 
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gate of Benjamin, one gate of 
Dan. 

33 And at the south sido four thou¬ 
sand and five hundred measures; and 
three gates; one gate of Simeon, one 
gate of Issoohar, one gate of Zebulun. 

34 At the west side four thousand 
and five hundred, with their three 
gates; one gate of Oad, one gate of 
Asher, one gate of Naphlali. 

36 It was round about eighteen 
thousand measures; and the name of 
the city from that day Bhall be called. 
Holy; for the Lord shall be there. 


THE BOOK 

CHAPTER I. 

Jehoiakim'scaptivity—Ashpenaz takeih Dan- 
tel, Hananiah, Alishael, and Atariah — 
Their excellency »n wisdom. 

N the third yoar of the reign of 
Jehoiakim king of Judah came 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 
Jerusalem, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jehoiakim 
king of Judah into his hand, with part 
of the vessels of the house of God; 
which ho carried inlo the land of 
Sliinar to the houso of his god; and 
ho broughttbevcssols into the treasure 
house of his god. 

3 And the king spake unto Ash- 
icnaz the master of Lis eunuchs, that 
le should bring certain of tho chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and of the king's seed, 
and of the princes ; 

4 Children in whom was no blem¬ 
ish, bill well favoured, and skilful in 
all wisdom, and cunning in know¬ 
ledge, and understanding soienee, and 
suah as had ability in them to staud 
in the king's palace, and whom they 
might toaoh the learning and the 
longuo of the Chaldeans. 

6 Aud the king appointed thorn a 
daily provision of the king's meat, 
And of the wine which he drank; so 
nourishing them three years, that at 
tho end thereof they might stand be¬ 
fore Ihe king. 

8 Now among these wore of the 
children of Judab, Daniel, Hanani&b, 
Mishaol, and Atariah; 

7 Unto whom tho prince of the 
eonuohs gave names; for he gave 
unto Daniol the namo of Boltesboz- 
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zar; and to Hananiah, of Shadrach ; 
and to Minhael, of Mcshach ; and to 
Azariah, of Abed-nogo. 

8 But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that ho would not dolilo himself with 
the portion of the king’s meat, nor 
with tho wine which ho drank ; there¬ 
fore ho requested of the princo of the 
ounuchs that he might not defile him¬ 
self. 

9 Now God had brought Daniel into 
favour and tender lovo with tho prinoe 
of the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of tho eunuchs 
said unto Daniel, I fear my lord the 
king, who hath appointed your meat 
and your drink ; for why should he 
see your facos worse liking than the 
children which are of your sort? then 
shall ye make mo endanger my head 
to tho king. 

11 Then said Daniel to Molzar, 
whom the prince of the eunuohs had 
set over Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseeoh 
thoe, ten days; and let them give us 
pulso to eat, and water to driuk. 

13 Then let our oountenanoes be 
looked upon before thoe, and the 
countenance of the ohildren that eat 
of the portion of the king’s meat; and 
as thou seest, deal with thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
oountenanoes appearod fairer and 
fatter in flesh than all the ohildren 
whioh did eat the portion of the king’s 
meat. 
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10 Thus Melzar took away the 
portion of their meat, and tho wine 
that they Bhould drink; and gave 
them pulse. 

17 As for these four children, God 
gave them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom; and Daniel 
had understanding in all visions and 
dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that 
the king had said he should bring 
them in, thon the prince of the 
eunuohs brought them in before 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

19 And the king communed with 
them ; and among them all was found 
none like Daniel, Ilananiah, Mishaol, 
and Atariah; therefore stood they 
before the king. 

20 And in all matters of wisdom 
and understanding, that tho king in¬ 
quired of them, he found them tcu 
times bettor than all the magicians 
and astrologers that wero in all his 
realm. 

21 And Daniel continued oven unto 
tho first year of king Cyrus. 

CHAPTER II. 

XcbucJLOtlnrztar’i dream—DanieTt inter- 

A pr elation—DanitVt advancement. 

ND in the second year of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar, Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar dreamed dreams, where¬ 
with his spirit was troubled, and his 
sleep brako from him. 

2 Thon the king oomtnanded to call 
the magicians, and tho astrologers, 
and the soroorers, and the Chaldeans, 
for to show the king bis dreams. So 
they came and stood before the king. 

3 And tho king said unto thorn, I 
have dreamed a droam, and my spirit 
was trouhlod to know the dream. 

4 Then spake the Chaldeans to the 
king in Syriac, 0 king, live for ever; 
tell thy servants the dream, and wo 
will show the interprotatiou. 

6 The king answered and said to 
the Chaldeans, Tho thing is gone 
from me; if yo will not make known 
onto mo tho droam, with tho inter¬ 
pretation thorcof, ye shall bo cut in 
pieces, and your housos shall be mndo 
a dunghill. 

6 But if yo show tho droam, and 
the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
receive of me gifts and rewards and 
great honour; thoroforo show iuc tho 
dream, and the iuterprolatiou thereof. 


7 They answered again and said, 
Let the king tell his servants the 
dream, and we will show the inter¬ 
pretation of it. 

8 Tho king answered aud said, I 
know of certainty that yc would gain 
the time, because yc see the thing is 
gone from me. 

9 But if ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, there is but one 
decree for you; for ye have prepared 
lying and corrupt words to apeak 
before me, till the time be changed; 
therefore tell mo tho dream, and 1 
shall know that ye can show me the 
interpretation thereof. 

19 The Chaldeans answered before 
tho kiDg, and said, There is not a 
man upon the earth that can show 
the king's matter; therefore there is 
no king, lord, nor ruler, that asked 
such things at any magician, or 
astrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And it is a rare thing that the 
king requircth, and there is none 
other that can show it before the 
king, except the gods, whose dwell¬ 
ing is not with fiesli. 

12 For this cause the king was 
augry and very furious, and com¬ 
manded to destroy all the wise men 
of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth thal 
the wise men should be slain; and 
they sought Daniel and his fellows to 
bo slain. 

14 Then Daniel answered with 
counsel and wisdom to Ariooh the 
captain of the king's guard, which 
was gone forth to slay the wise men 
of Babylon ; 

15 He answered and said to Ariooh 
the king’s oaplain, Why is the decree 
so hasty from tbo king? Then Arioch 
made the thing known to Daniel. 

16 Theu Daniel went in, and desired 
of the king that he would give him 
time, and that he would show the 
king the interpretation. 

17 Then Daniel wont to bis bouse, 
and mado the thing known to Hana- 
niah, Mishacl, and Azariah, bis onm 
panions ; 

IS That they would desire monies 
of the God of heaven concerning this 
seoret; that Daniol and his fellows 
should uot perish with the rest of 
the wise mou of Babylon. 

19 Theu was the secret revealed 
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unto Daniel in a night vision. Then 
Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 

20 Daniel answered and 9 aid, Blessed 
be the narao of God for ever and ever; 
for wisdom and might are his; 

21 And ho clinngolli tho tiinos and 
the seasons; be reinovoth kings, and 
setlelh up kings ; he giveth wisdom 
unto the wiso, and knowledge to them 
that know understanding; 

22 lie rcvcaleth Lho deep and so- 
oret things; ho knoweth what is in 
tho darkness, and the light dwclloth 
with him. 

23 I thank Ihcc, and praise thee, 0 
thou God of my fathers, who hast 
given roe wisdom and might, and hast 
made known unto me now what wo de¬ 
sired of Lhoo ; for thou hast now made 
known unto us tho king's matter. 

24 Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom lho king had ordained 
to destroy tho wise men of Babylon ; 
he went and said thus unto him ; De¬ 
stroy not the wise men of Babylon ; 
bring mo in before lho king, and I 
will show unto tho king the interpro¬ 
tation. 

25 Then Ariooh brought in Daniel 
hoforo tho king in hasto, and said 
thus unto him, I have found a man 
of Ihe captives of Judah, that will 
make known unto the king tho inter¬ 
pretation. 

26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whoso name was Bolte9hazzar, 
Art thou able to make known unto 
me the dream which I have seen, and 
the inlerprotation tboroof? 

27 Daniel answered in the presence 
of tho king, and said, Tho seoret 
whioh tho king hath demanded can¬ 
not the wise men, the astrologers, the 
magioians, the soothsayers, show unto 
the king; 

2B But there is a God in heaven 
that revealeth seorets, and maketh 
known to tho king Nebuchadnozzar 
what shall bo in the latter days. Thy 
dream, and the visions of thy bead 
upon thy bod, aro these; 

29 As for tbeo, 0 king, thy thoughts 
oaroo into thy mind upon thy bed, 
wbat should come to pass bereaftor; 
and he that revonloth seorots maketh 
known to tnoe what shall oorno to pass. 

30 But as for me, Ibis seoret is not 
rovealed to me for any wisdom that 
I have more than any living, but for 
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their sakos that shall make ktown 
the interpretation to tho king, and 
that thou mightest know tho thoughts 
of thy heart. 

31 Thou, 0 king, sAwest, and be¬ 
hold a great image. This great image, 
whose brightness was exeollent, stood 
before thee; and the form thereof 
was terrible. 

32 This image's head was of fine 
gold, his breast and his arms of sil¬ 
ver, bis belly and his thighs of brass, 

33 Ilia legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of clay. 

34 Thou sawest til] that a stone was 
cutout without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of iron 
and clay, and brake them to pieoes. 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, bro¬ 
ken to pieces together, and became 
like the chaff* of the summer thresh- 
ing-fioors; and the wind carried 
them away, that no placo was found 
for them ; and the stone that smote 
tho image became a great mountain, 
and filled tho whole oartb. 

36 This is the dream; and we will 
tell lho interpretation thereof hefore 
the king. 

37 Thou, 0 king, art a king of kings; 
for the God of heaven bath given 
thoo a kingdom, power, and strength, 
and glory. 

38 And wheresoever the children of 
men dwell, the beasts of the field 
and the fowls of the heaven hath be 
given into Ihiue hand, and hath made 
thee ruler over them all. Thou art 
this head of gold. 

39 And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another 
third kingdom of brass, whioh shall 
bear rule over all the earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall 
bo strong as iron; forasmuoh as iron 
broaketh in pieces and subdueth all 
things; and as iron that breaketh all 
theso, shall it break in pieoes and 
bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawest the 
leet and toes, part of potters' olay, 
and part of iron, the kingdom shall 
bo divided; but there shall he in it 
of tho strength of tho iron, foras¬ 
muoh ns thou sawest lho iron mixed 
with miry olay. 

42 And as tho toes of the foet were 
part of iron, and part of olay, so the 
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kingdom shall bo partly strong, and 
partly brokon. 

43 And whoreas thou sawcst iron 
mixed with culry clay, they shall 
mingle themselves with the seod of 
men; hat they Bhail not oleave one 
to another, even as iron is not mixed 
with olay. 

44 And in the days of these kings 
shall the Qod of heaven set up a 
kingdom, which shall never be de¬ 
stroyed; and the kingdom shall not 
be left to other people, but it shall 
break in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever. 

45 Forasmuoh as thou sawcst that 
the stone was cut out of the moun¬ 
tain without hands, and that it brako 
in pieces the iron, tho brass, the clay, 
the silver, and the gold; the great 
Qod hath made known to the king 
what shall come to pass hereafter; 
and tho dream is certain, and the in¬ 
terpretation thereof sure. 

46 Then the king Nebuchadnezzar 
fell npon his face, and worshipped 
Daniel, and commanded that they 
should offer an oblation and sweet 
odours unto him. 

47 The king answered unto Daniel, 
and said, Of a truth it is, that your 
Qod is a Qod of gods, and a Lord of 
kings, and a revealer of secrets, seeing 
thou oouldest reveal this secret. 

48 Then the king made Daniel a 
great man, and he gavo him many 
great gifts, and mado him ruler over 
the whole province of Babylon, and 
ohief of the governors over all the 
wise men of Babylon. 

48 Then Daniel requested of the 
king, and be set Shadrach, Meshaoh, 
and Abed-nego, over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon ; but Daniel sat 
in the gate of the kiug. 

CHAPTER III. 

Nthuchadntutar dedicateth a golden image — 

Shadrach, Mtahach, and Abed-nego are 

accused — Qod delivereth them out of the 

furnace. 

EBUCIIADNEZZAK tho king 
made an image of gold, whose 
height was three-soore oubits, and the 
breadth thereof six oubits ; ho sot it 
up in the plain of Dura, in the pro¬ 
vince of Babylon. 

2 Then Nobuohadnezzar the king 
sent to gather together the princes, 
the governors, and the captains, the 
judges, the treasurers, the counsel¬ 


lors, tho sheriffs, and all the rulers 
of the provinces, to come to the dedi¬ 
cation of the imago which Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar the king had set up. 

3 Then tho princes, the governors, 
and captains, tbc judges, the trea¬ 
surers, tbo counsellors, the sheriffs, 
and all the rulers of the provinces, 
were gathered together unto the dedi¬ 
cation of tho image that Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar the king had set up ; and they 
stood before the image that Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar had set up. 

4 Then a herald cried aloud, To 
you it is commanded, 0 people, na¬ 
tions. and languages, 

5 That at what time yc hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sock- 
but, psaltery, dulcimer, and ail kinds 
of music, ye fall down and worship 
the golden image that Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar the king hath set up: 

6 And whoso fallcth not down and 
worshippeth shall the Barne hour be 
cast iuto the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace. 

7 Therefore at that time, when all 
the people heard the sound of the cor¬ 
net, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and 
all kinds of music, all the people, the 
nations, and the languages, fell down 
and worshipped the golden itn&ge that 
Nobuchadnezzar tho king had set up. 

8 Wherefore at that time certain 
Chaldeans carno near, and acoused 
Lhe Jews. 

9 They spako and said to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, 0 kiug, live for ever. 

10 Thou, 0 king, hast made a de¬ 
cree, that every man that shall hear 
the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, and 
all kinds of musio, shall fait down and 
worship the golden image; 

11 Aud whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth, that he should be oast 
into the midst of a burning flery fur¬ 
nace. 

12 There are certain Jews whom 
Ihou hast set over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego; these men, 
0 king, have not regarded thee; they 
servo not thy gods, nor worship the 
golden image which thou hast set 
up. 

13 Thon Nebuchadnezzar in his rage 
and fury commanded to bring Sha¬ 
drach, Meshaoh, and Abed-nego. 
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Then they brought these men before 
the king. 

14 Nebnohadnezzar spake and said 
onto them, Is it true, 0 Shadraoh, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego? do not 
ye servo uny gods, nor worship the 
golden image which I have set up? 

15 Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear tho sound of the cornet, 
Ante, harp, saokbut, psaltery, and 
dulcimer, and all kinds of inusio, ye 
fall down and worship the image 
which I hove made; well; but if ye 
worship not, yc shall be cast the same 
hour into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace; and who is that God that 
shall deliver you out of my hands? 

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, answered and said to the king, 
0 Nebuohadnozzar, wo are not careful 
to answer thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom wc 
servo is able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he will 
deliver us out of thine hand, 0 king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto 
thee, 0 king, that we will not serve 
thy gods, nor worship tho golden 
image which thou hast set up. 

19 Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of 
fury, and the form of his visage was 
changed against Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Ahed-nego; therefore he spake, 
and commanded that they should 
heat tho furn&oe ono seven times 
more than It was wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the most 
mighty men that wore in his army 
to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, and to cast them into the 
burning fiory furnace. 

21 Then these men were bound in 
their ooats, their hoBcn, and their hats, 
and Ihoir other garments, and wore 
oast into the midst of the burning 
flery furnaoe. 

22 Therefore because tho king’s 
nomm&ndment was urgent, and the 
fum&ae exceeding hot, the Same of 
the fire slew those men that took up 
Shadraoh, Meshaoh, and Abod-nogo. 

23 And those Ihreo’ men, Shadrach, 
Meshaoh, and Abcd-nogo, foil down 
bound into the midst of tho burning 
fiery furnaoe. 

24 Then Nehuchadnoztar tho king 
was astonied, and roBe up in haste, 
and spake, and said unto his coun¬ 
sellors, Did not wo oaBt Ihreo men 
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bound into the midst of the fin? 
They answered and said onto the 
king, True, 0 king. 

25 Ho answered and said, Lo, I 
see four men loose, walking in the 
midst of the fire, and they bavo no 
hurt; and the form of tho fourth is 
like the Son of God. 

26 Then Nebuchadnezzar came near 
to the mouth of the burning fiery fur¬ 
naoe, and spake, and said, Shadraoh, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, ye servants 
of the most high j3od, come forth, 
and oome hither. Then Shadrach, 
Mesbach, and Abed-nego, came forth 
of the midst of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
oaptAins, and the king’s counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, upon whose bodies the fire had 
no powor, nor was a hair of their 
head singed, neither were their coats 
changed, nor the smell of fire had 
passed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, and 
said, Blessed be the God of Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath 
sent bis angel, and delivered his ser¬ 
vants that trusted in him, and have 
changed tho king’s word, and yielded 
their bodies, that they might not serve 
nor worship any god, except their 
own God. 

29 Therefore I make a decree, That 
every people, nation, and language, 
which speak any thing amiss against 
the Gcd of Shadrach, Meshaoh, and 
Abed-nego, 6hall be out in piecos, 
and their houses shall be made a 
dunghill; bcoause there is no other 
God that can delivor after this sort. 

30 Then the king promoted Sha¬ 
drach, Meshaoh, and Abed-nego, in 
the province of Bahylon. 

CHAPTER IV. 

ycbuchudntzzar'& drum i —Daniel interpret- 
eth it—The story of the eoenL 

EBUCIIADNEZZAR the king, 
unto all people, nations, and 
languages that dwell in all the earth; 
Peace be multiplied unto you. 

2 I thought it good to show the 
sign9 and wonders that tho high God 
hath wrought toward me. 

3 How great are his signs! and how 
mighty are his wonders! his king¬ 
dom is An ovcrlasting kingdom, and 
his dominion is from generation to 
generation. 
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4 I Nebuohadnetzar was at rest in 
mine houBe, and flourishing in mj 
pa face; 

6 I saw a dream which made mo 
afiaid, and the thoughts upon my bed 
and the visions of my head troubled 
me. 

0 Therefore made I a decree to 
hring in all the wise men of Babylon 
before me, that they might mako 
known unto me the interpretation of 
the dream. 

7 Then came in the magicians, the 
astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers; and I told the dream 
before them; but they did Dot make 
known unto me the interpretation 
thereof. 

8 But at the last Daniel came in 
before me, whose name was Bclte- 
shazzar, according to the name of my 
god, and in whom is the spirit of the 
holy gods; and before hib I told the 
dream, saying, 

9 0 Belteshazzar, master of the ma¬ 
gicians, because I know that the 
spirit of the holy gods is in thee, and 
no secret troubleth thee, tell me the 
visions of my dream that I hare seen, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mino 
head in my bed; I saw, and behold a 
treo in the midBt of the earth, and the 
height thereof was great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, 
and the height thereof reached unto 
heaven, and the sight thereof to the 
end of all the earth ; 

12 The leaveB thereof were fair, and 
the fruit thereof much, and iu it was 
meat for all; the beasts of the field 
had shadow under it, and the fowls 
of the heaven dwelt in the boughs 
thereof, and all flesh was fed of it. 

13 I saw in the visions of my head 
upon my bed, and, behold, a watcher 
and a holy one came down from 
heaven; 

14 He oried aloud, and said thus, 
Hew down the tree, and cut off his 
branches, shake off his leaves, and 
scatter his fruit; let the beasts get 
away from under it, aud the fowls 
from his branches; 

15 Nevertheless,, leave the stump of 
his roots in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the tender 
grass of the field; and let. it bo wet 
with tho dew of heaven, and let his 


portion be with the beasts in the 
grass of the earth ; 

Id Let his heart be changed from 
man’s, and let a beast’s heart be given 
unto him ; and let seven times pass 
over him. 

17 This matter is by the decree of 
the watchers, and the demand by the 
word of the holy ones; to tho intent 
that tho living may know that the 
Moat High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever he 
will, and setteth up over it the Vasest 
of men. 

18 This dream I king Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar have seen. Now thou, 0 
Belteshazzar, declare the interpreta¬ 
tion thereof, forasmuch as all the wise 
men of my kingdom Are not able to 
make known unlo me the interpreta¬ 
tion ; but thou art ahlo; for the spirit 
of the holy gods is in thee. 

19 Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astonied for one 
hour, and his thoughts trouhled him. 
The king snake, and said, Belteshaz¬ 
zar, let not the dream, or the inter¬ 
pretation thereof, trouble thee. Bclte- 
shazzar answered and said, My lord, 
the dream be to them that hate thee, 
and the interpretation thereof to Lhinu 
enemies. 

20 The tree that thou sawest, which 
grew, and wns strong, whose height 
reached anto the heaven, and tho 
sight thereof to all the eArth ; 

21 Whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was 
meat for all; under which the beasts 
of tho field dwelt, and upon whose 
branches the fowls of the heaven had 
their habitation; 

22 It is thou, 0 king, that art grown 
and become strong ; for thy greatness 
is grown, and reaoheth unto heaven, 
and thy dominion to the end of tho 
earth. 

23 And whereas the king saw a 
watcher and a holy one coming down 
from heaven, and saying, Hew the 
tree down, and destroy it; yet leave 
the stump of the roots thereof in the 
earth, even with a band of iron aud 
brass, in the tondor grass of the field; 
and let it he wet with the dew of 
heaven, and let his portion bo with 
tho beasts of tho field, till seven times 
pass over him ; 

2-1 Tl.is is the interpretation, 0 
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king, and this is tho decree of the 
Most High, whioh is come upon my 
lord the king; 

25 That they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall bo with 
the beasts of tho field, and they shall 
make thee to oat grass as oxen, and 
they shall wet thee with the dew of 
heaven, and seven times shall pass 
over thoe, till thou know that the 
Most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever he 
will. 

26 And whereas they commanded 
to leave the stump of the tree roots; 
thy kingdom shall be sure unto thee, 
after that thou shalt have known 
that the heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, 0 king, let my oounsel 
be acceptable unto thoe, and break 
off thy sins by righteousness, and 
thine iniquities by showing meroy to 
the poor; if it may be a lengthening 
of tny tranquillity. 

2S All this came upon the king 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

29 At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palaoe of the kingdom 
of Babylon. 

30 The king spake, and said, Is not 
this great Babylon, that I have built 
for tho house of the kingdom by tho 
might of my power, and for the honour 
of my majesty 7 

31 While the word was in the king's 
mouth, there fell a voice from heaven, 
saying, 0 king Nebuchadnezzar, to 
thee it is spoken; The kingdom is 
departed from thee. 

32 And they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field; they shall 
make Ibee to eut grass as oxon, and 
seven limes shall pass over thoe, until 
Ibou know that the Most High ruleth 
in the kingdom of men, and givoth it 
to whomsoever he will. 

33 Tho same hour was the thing 
fulfilled upon Ncbuohadnozear; and 
he was driven from men, and did oat 
grass as oxon, and bis body wns wet 
with the dew of houven, till bis hairs 
wore grown like eagles’ foatbors, and 
his nails like birds’ claws. 

34 And at the oud of tho dayB I 
Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine oyes 
unto heaven, and mino understand¬ 
ing returned unto me, and I blossed 
tho Most Iligb, and I praised and 


honoured him that llveth for ever, 
whose dominion is an everlasting 
dominion, and hia kingdom ia from 
generation to generation; 

35 And all the inhabitants of the 
earth aro reputed as nothing; and he 
doeth ucoording to bis will in the 
army of heaven, and among the in¬ 
habitants of the earth; and none can 
stay hi9 hand, or say unto him, What 
doest thou ? 

36 At the same time my reason re¬ 
turned unto me ; and for the glory of 
my kingdom, mine honour and bright¬ 
ness returned unto me; and my coun¬ 
sellors and my lords sought unto me; 
and I was established in my kingdom, 
and excellent majesty was added unto 
me. 

37 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise 
and extol and honour the King of 
heavon, all whose works are truth, 
and his ways judgment; and those 
that walk in pride he isablo to abase. 

CHAPTER V. 

Belshazzar's impious feast—A handwriting 
on Utt wall— Daniel interprtteth the 
writing. 

ELSHAZZAR the king made a 
great feast to a thousand of his 
lords, and drank wine before the 
thousand. 

2 Belshazzar, whilo be tasted the 
wine, commanded to bring the golden 
and silver vessels whioh his father 
Nebuohadaezzar had taken out of the 
temple which was in Jerusalem ; that 
the king and his princes, his wives and 
his concubines, might drink therein. 

3 Then they brought the golden 
vessels that were taken out of the 
temple of tho bouse of God whioh was 
at Jerusalem ; and the king and his 
princes, his wiveB and his conouhinos, 
drank in them. 

4 They drank wine, and praised the 
gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, 
of iron, of wood, and of stone. 

5 In the same hour came forth 
fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote 
over against the oandlestiok upon the 
plaster of the wall of the king’s 
palace; and the king saw the part 
of the hand that wrote. 

G Then the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled 
him, so that the joints of his loins 
were loosed, and his knees iimote one 
against another. 
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7 The king cried aloud to bring in | 
the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and 
the soothsayers. And the king spake, 
and said to the wise men of Babylon, 
Whosoever shall read this writing, 
and show me the interpretation 
thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet, 
and have a ohain of gold about his 
neck, and shall be the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 

8 Then came in all the king's wise 
men; but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the king 
the interpretation thereof. 

0 Then was king Bolshazzar greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was 
changed in him, and his lords were 
astonied. 

10 Now the queen, by reason of tho 
words of the king and his lords, caino 
into the banquet house ; and the queen 
spake and said, 0 king, live for ever; 
let not thy thoughts trouble thee, nor 
let thy countenance be changed ; 

11 There is a man in thy kingdom, 
in whom is the spirit of the holy 
gods; and in the days of thy father 
light and understanding and wisdom, 
like the wisdom of the gods, was 
found in him; whom the king Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar thy father, the king, I 
say, thy father, made master of tho 
magicians, astrologers, Chaldeans, 
and soothsayers; 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understanding, 
interpreting of dreams, and showing 
of hard sentences, and dissolving of 
doubts, were found in the same Daniel, 
whom the king named Belteshazzar; 
now let Daniel be called, and he will 
show the interpretation. 

13 Then was Daniel brought in 
before the king. And the king spake 
and said unto Daniel, Art thou that 
Daniel, which art of the children of 
theoaptivity of Judah, whom the king 
my father hrought out of Jewry? 

14 I have even hoard of thee, that 
the spirit of the gods is in thee, and 
that light and understanding and ox- 
oellent wisdom is found in theo. 

15 And now the wise inon, the 
astrologers, have heen brought in be¬ 
fore me, that they shoutd read this 
writing, and mako known unto me 
the interpretation thereof; but they 
could not show the interpretation of 
the thing; 


16 And I have heard of thee, that 
thou eanst make interpretations, and 
dissolve doubts; now if thou canst 
read the writing, and make known to 
mo the interpretation thereof, thou 
shall be clothed with scarlet, and have 
a chain of gold about thy neok, and 
shall be the third ruler in Lhe kingdom. 

17 Then Daniel auswered and said 
bofore the king, Let thy gifts be to 
thyself, and give thy rewards to an¬ 
other; yet I will read tho writing 
unto the king, and make known to 
him the interpretation. 

18 0 thou king, the most high God 
gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father a 
kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and 
honour; 

10 And for the majesty that ho 
gave him, all people, nations, and 
languages, trembled and feared be¬ 
fore him; whom he would he slew; 
and whom he would he kept alive; 
and whom he would he set up; and 
whom ho would he put down. 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, 
and his mind hardened in pride, he 
was deposed from his kingly throne, 
and they took his glory from him ; 

21 And he was driven from the sons 
of men ; and his heart was made like 
the beasts, and his dwelling was with 
the wild asses: they fed him with 
grass like oxen, and his body was 
wet with the dew of heaven ; till he 
knew that the most high God ruled 
in the kingdom of men, and that he 
appointeth over it whomsoever ho will. 

22 And thou his son, 0 Belshazzar, 
hast not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this; 

23 But bast lifted up thyself against 
the Lord of heaven; and they have 
brought the vessels of his house be¬ 
fore thee, and thou and thy lords, 
thy wives and thy eononbines, havo 
drunk wine in them; and thou hast 
praised the gods of silver, and gold, 
of brass, iron, wood, and stone, which 
see not, nor hear, nor know; and the 
God in whose hand thy breath is, and 
whose are all thy ways, bast thou not 
glorified; 

24 Then was tho part of the hand 
sent from him; and this writing wn« 
written. 

25 And this is the writing that was 
written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, 
UPIIARSIN. 
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26 ThiB is the interpretation of the 
thing; MENE; God hath numbered 
thy kingdom, and finished it. 

27 TEKEL; Thou art weighed in 
the balances, and art found wanting. 

28 UPilARSIN; Thy kingdom is 
divided, and given to the Modes and 
Porsiang. 

29 Then commanded Belshazzar, 
and they clothed Daniel with scarlet, 
and put a chain of gold about his 
neck, and made a proclamation oon- 
ooruing him, that he should be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

30 In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans slain. 

31 And Darius the Median took tho 
kingdom, being about three-score and 
two years old. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Daniel is made chief of the presidents — An 

idolatrous decree — Daniel, accused, is cast 

into the lion's den — Daniel is saved—His 

adversaries devoured. 

T pleased Darius to set over the 
kingdom a hundred and twenty 
princes, which should be ovor the 
whole kingdom ; 

2 And over those three presidents; 
of whom Daniel was first; that the 
princes might givo accounts unto 
them, and the king should havo no 
damago, 

3 Then this Daniel was preforred 
above tho presidents and princes, 
beoause an cxocllcnt spirit was in 
him; and tho king thought to sot him 
ovor tho whole realm. 

4 Then tho presidents and princes 
sought to find ocoasion against Dunicl 
concerning the kiugdom; but they 
could find none oocasion nor fault ; 
forasmuch as he was faithful, neither 
was thore anj orror or fault found in 
bim. 

6 Then said those men, Wo shnll 
not find any ocoasion against this 
Daniel, except wo find it against him 
aonoerning the law of his God. 

6 Then those prosidonls and princes 
assembled togethor to the king, and 
said thus unto him, King Darius, live 
for ever. 

7 All Lhe presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the prinoos, the 
counsellors, and the captains, have 
oousulted together to establish a royal 
statute, and to rnuko a firm decree, 
that whosoever shall ask a petition of 
any God or man for Lhirty days, save 
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of thee, 0 king, he shall be oast Into 
the den of lions. 

8 Now, 0 king, establish the de¬ 
cree, and sign the writing, that it be 
not changed, according to the law of 
the Modes and Persians, which alter- 
eth not. 

9 Wherefore king Darius signed the 
writing and the decree. 

10 Now when Dauicl knew that the 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house; and, his windows being open 
in his chamber toward Jerusalem, 
he kneeled upon his knees three 
times a day, and prayed, and gave 
thanks before his God, as ho did 
aforetime. 

11 Then those men assembled, and 
found Dauicl praying and making 
supplication before bis God. 

12 Then they came near, and spake 
beforo the king concerning the king's 
decree; Hast Lhou not signed a do- 
orcc, that every man that shall ask 
a petition of any God or man within 
thirty days, save of thee, 0 king, 
shall be cast into the den of lions ? 
Tho king answered and said, The 
Lhing is true, according to tho law 
of Lhe Medea and Persians, which 
altcreth not. 

13 Then answered they and said 
beforo the king, That Daniel, which 
is of tho children of the captivity of 
Judah, regarded not thee, 0 king, 
nor Lbo dccroo that thou haBt signed, 
but inakcth his petition three times 
a day. 

14 Then tho king, when he heard 
Lh esc words, was sore displeased with 
himself, and set his hearten Daniel to 
delivor hiui; and he laboured till the 
going down of the sun to deliver him. 

15 Then those men assembled unto 
the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, 0 kiug, that the law of the 
Modes and Persians is, That no 
decree nor statute which the king 
established may be ohanged, 

16 Then tho king commanded, and 
they brought Daniel, and oast him 
into tho den of lions. Now the king 
spake and said unto Daniel. Thy God 
whom thou servest oontiuually, he 
will deliver thco. 

17 And a stone was brought, and 
laid upon Lhe mouth of tho don; and 
the king scaled it with his own sig¬ 
net, and with the signet of his lords; 
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that thepurpose might not be changed 
concerning Daniel. 

18 Then the king went to his palace, 
and passed the night fasting; neither 
were instruments of musio brought 
before him; and his sleep went from 
him. 

19 Then the king arose very early 
in the morning, and went in haBte 
unto the den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, 
he cried with a lamentable voice unto 
Daniel; and the king spake and said 
to Daniel, 0 Daniel, servant of the 
living God, is thy God, whom thou 
servest continually, able to deliver 
thco from the lions 7 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, 
0 king, live for ever. 

22 My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions’ mouths, that 
they have not hurt me ; forasmuch as 
before him innocency was found in 
me; and also hefore thee, 0 king, 
have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that 
Lhc 3 r should take Daniel up out of the 
den. So Daniel was taken up out of 
(he den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, because he believed 
in his God. 

24 And the king commanded, and 
they brought those men which had 
aocused Daniel, and they cast them 
into the den of lions, them, their 
children, and their wives; and the 
lions had the mastery of them, and 
brake all their bones in pieces or ever 
they came at the bottom of the den. 

25 Then king Darius wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwoll in all the earth; Peace be 
multiplied unto you. 

26 I make a decree, That in every 
dominion of thy kingdom men trem¬ 
ble and fear before the God of Dan¬ 
iel; for he is the living God, and 
steadfast for ever, and his kingdom 
that whioh shall not he destroyed, and 
his dominion shall be even unto the 
end. 

27 He delivereth and resoueth, and 
he worketh signs and wonders in 
heaven and in earth, who hath deliver¬ 
ed Daniel from the power of the lions. 

28 So this Daniol prospered in the 
reign of Darius, ana in the reign of 
Cyrus the Persian. 


CHAPTER VII. 

DanieFa vision of four hauls—Of Oaf a 
kingdom ,— The interpretation thereof 

N the first year of Belshazzar king 
of Babylon, Daniel had a dream 
and visions of his head upon his bed; 
then he wrote the dream, and told the 
sum of the matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said, I saw in 
my vision by night, and, behold, the 
four winds of the heaven strove upon 
the great sea. 

3 And four great beasts came up from 
the sea, diverse one from another. 

4 The first was like a lion, and had 
eagle’s wings ; I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was 
lifted up from the earth, and made 
stand upon the feet as a man, and a 
man's heart was given to it. 

5 And behold another beast, a 
second, like to a bear, and it raised 
up itself on one side, and it had three 
ribs in the mouth of it hetween the 
teeth of it; and they said thus unto 
it,^\.rise, devour much flesh. 

C After this I beheld, and lo another, 
like a leopard, which had upon the 
back of it four wings of a fowl; the 
beast had also four heads; and do¬ 
minion was given to it. 

7 After this I saw in the night 
visions, and behold a fourth beast, 
dreadful and terrible, and strong ex¬ 
ceedingly; and it had great iron 
teeth; it devoured and brake id 
pieces, and stamped the residue with 
the feet of it; and it was diverse from 
all the beasts that were before it; and 
it had ten horns. 

S I considered the horns, and, be¬ 
hold, there oame up among them 
another little horn, before whom there 
were three of the first horns plucked 
up by the roots; and, behold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of man, 
and a mouth speaking great things. 

9 I beheld till the thrones were cast 
down, and the Ancient of days did 
sit, whose garment was white as snow, 
and the hair of his head like the pure 
wool; his throne was like the fiery 
flame, and his wheels as burning fire. 

10 A fiery stream issued and oame 
forth from before him; thousand 
thousands miuistered unto him, and 
ten thousand times ten thousand 
stood before him; the judgment wal 
set, and the books were opened. 
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11 I heheld then, hecause of the 
roioo of the great words which the 
horn spake; I beheld even till the heast 
was slain, and his body destroyed, and 
given tc tho burning flame. 

12 Ab concerning the rest of Ike 
beasts, they had their dominion taken 
away ; yet their lives were prolonged 
for a season and time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, 
heboid, one like the Son of man came 
with the clouds of heaven, and came to 
the Ancient of days, and they brought 
him near before him. 

14 And thero was given him do¬ 
minion, and glory, and a kingdom,that 
all people, nations, and languages, 
should serve him ; his dominion is an 
everlasting domiuion, which shall 
not pass away, and his kingdom that 
which shall not be destroyed. 

15 I Daniel was grieved iD my spirit 
in tbe midst of my body, and the 
visions of my head Lroublcd me. 

16 1 came Dear unto one of them 
that stood hy, and asked him the 
truth of all this. So ho told me, and 
mado mo know the interpretation of 
the things. 

17 These great beasts, whioh aro 
four, are four kings, which shall arise 
out of the earth. 

18 But the saints of the Most High 
shall take the kingdom, and possess 
(ho kingdom for ever, even for ever 
and ever. 

19 Then I would know the truth of 
I ho fourth boast, which was di verso 
from all tbe others, exceeding dread¬ 
ful, whose teeth were of iron, and his 
nails of brass; whioh devoured, 
hrake in pieces, and stamped tho 
residue with his feet; 

20 And of the ten horns that were 
in his head, and of the othor which 
oarne up, and before whom threo fell; 
oven of that horn that had eyes, and 
a mouth that spake very great things, 
whose look wns more stout than his 
follows. 

21 I hoheld, and (ho same horn 
made war with the samls, and pre¬ 
vailed agaiust them; 

22 Unlil the Anoient of days oauio, 
and Judgment was given to the saiuts 
of the Most High; and the timooame 
that tho saints possessed tho kingdom. 

23 Thus he said, The fourth beast i 
shall be the fourth kingdom upon ! 
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earth, which shall be diverse from dQ 
kingdoms, and shall devour the whole 
earth, and shall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. 

24 And tho (cd horns out of this 
kingdom aro ten kings that shall arise; 
and another shall rise after them; and 
he shall be diverse from the first, and 
he shall subdue three kings. 

25 And he shall speak great words 
against the Most High, and shall 
wear out the saints of tho Most High, 
and think to change times and laws; 
and they shall be given into his hand 
until a time and times and the divid¬ 
ing of time. 

26 But the judgment shall sit, and 
they shall take away his dominion, to 
consume and to destroy it unto tho end. 

27 And tho kingdom and dominion, 
and tho greatness of the kingdom 
under tho whole heaven, shall be 
given to the people oi the saints of 
the Most High, whose kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom, and all domin 
ions shall serve and obey him. 

28 Hitherto is the end of the matter. 
As for me Daniel, my cogitation? 
much troubled me, and my oonnte- 
nanco changed in me; but I kept the 
matter in my heart. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

DanieTt vision of the ram and he goat—The 

two thousand three hundred days — Gabriel 

comfortelh Daniel, and intajrretelh the 

vision. 

N the third year of the reign of 
king Bolshazzar a vision appeared 
unto me, eveD unto me Daniel, after 
that which appeared unto me at the 
first. 

2 And I saw in a vision; and it came 
to pass, when I saw, that I was at 
Shushan in the palace, whioh is in the 
province of Elam ; and I saw in a 
vision, and I was by the river of Ulai. 

3 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
saw, and, behold, there stood hefore 
tbe river a ram which had two horns; 
and tho two horns were high; but one 
was higher than the other, and the 
higher oarne up last. 

4 1 saw the ram pushing westward, 
and northward, and southward; so 
that no beasts might stand before him, 
neither was there any that oould de¬ 
liver out of his hand ; hut he did ac¬ 
cording to his will, and became great. 

5 And ns I was considering, behold, 
a he goal came from the west on the 
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face of the wholo earth, and touched 
not the ground; and the goat bad a 
notable horn between his eyes. 

6 And he came to the ram that had 
two horns, which I had seen standing 
hefore the river, and ran unto him in 
the fury of hie power. 

7 And I saw him come close unto the 
ram, and be was moved with choler 
against him, and smote the ram, and 
brake bis two horns; and there was 
no power in the ram to stand before 
him, but be cast him down to the 
ground, and stamped upon him; and 
there was none that could deliver the 
ram out of bis hand. 

8 Therefore the he goat waxed very 
great; and when he was strong, the 
great born was broken; and for it 
came up four notable ones toward the 
four winds of heaven. 

9 And out of one of them came forth 
a little horn, which waxed exceeding 
great, toward the south, and toward 
the east, and toward the pleasant land. 

10 And it waxed great, even to the 
host of heaven; and it cast down some 
of the host and of the stars to the 
groimd, and stamped upon them. 

11 Yea, he magnified himself even 
to the prince of the host, and hy him 
the daily sacrifice was taken away, 
and the place of his sanctuary was 
oast down. 

12 And a host was given him against 
the daily sacrifice by reason of trans¬ 
gression, and it oast down the truth 
to the ground ; and it practised, and 
prospered. 

13 Then I heard one saint speaking, 
and another saint said unto that cer¬ 
tain saint which spake, How long shall 
be the vision concerning the daily sac¬ 
rifice, and the transgression of deso¬ 
lation, to give both the sanctuary and 
the host to be trodden under foot ? 

14 And he said unto me, Unto two 
thousand and three hundred days; 
then shall the sanctuary bo cleansed. 

15 And it came to pA99, when I, even 
I Daniel, had seen the vision, and 
sought for the meaning, tbeu, hehold, 
there stood hefore me as the appear- 
anoe of a man. 

10 And I heard a man’s voice be¬ 
tween the banks of Ulai, which called, 
and said, Gahriel, make this man to 
understand the vision. 

17 So be came near where I stood ; 


and when he cainc, I was afraid, and 
fell upon my face; but he said unto 
me, Understand, 0 son of man; for at 
the time of the end shall be the vision. 

18 Now as he was speaking with 
me, I was in a deep sleep on my face 
toward the ground ; but he touched 
me, and set me upright. 

19 And be said, Debold, I will make 
Ihcc know what shall be ir. the last 
end of the indignation ; for at the time 
appointed the end shall be. 

20 The ram which thou Eawcst hav¬ 
ing two horns are the kings of Media 
and Persia. 

21 And the rough goat is the king 
of Grceia; and the great horn that i- 
between his eyes is the first king. 

22 Now that heing hroken, whereas 
four stood up for it, four kingdom.- 
shall stand up out of the nation, but 
not in his power. 

23 And in the latter time of Ibeii 
kingdom, when the transgressors are 
come to the full, a king of fierce conn 
tenance, and understanding dark sen 
tences, shall stand up. 

24 And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own power; and In 
shall destroy wonderfully, and shail 
prosper, and practise, and shall de¬ 
stroy the mighty and the holy pc*«)>1«. 

25 And through his policy also he 
shall cause craft to prosper in h 
hand; and he shall magnify himscl! 
in his heart, and by peace shall de¬ 
stroy many: he shall also stond up 
against the Prince of princes : but he 
shall be broken without hand. 

26 And the vision of the evening au«l 
the morning which was told is true; 
wherefore shut thou up the vision . 
for it shall be for many days. 

27 And I Daniel fainted, at d wn? 
sick certain days; afterward I rose 
up, and did the king’s business; and 
I was astonished at the vision, bul 
□one understood it. 

CHAPTER IX 

Daniel prayeth far the restoration of Jertt 
salem—The seventy tveeJcs. 

N the first year of Darius the sor 
of Abasueru3, of the seed of the 
Modes, which was made king over the 
realm of the Chaldeans; 

2 In the first year of hi9 reign, I 
Daniel understood by books the nam- 
her of tbo years, whereof the word of 
the Lord came to Jeremiah the pro- 
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phot, that he would accomplish scven- 
iv Years id the desolations of Jeru¬ 
salem. 

It And I pel my facu unlo the Lord 
Cod, to seek by prayer and eupplica- 
lions, with fasting, and sackcloth, and 
ashes; 

4 And I prayed unto the Lord my 
God, and made my confession, and 
said, 0 Lord, the great and droadful 
Uud, keeping the covenant and meroy 
lu them that lovo him, and to them 
that keep his commandments; 

5 We have sinned, and have com¬ 
mitted iniquity, and havo done wick¬ 
edly, and havo rebelled, even by de¬ 
parting from thy precepts and from 
Ihy judgments • 

6 Noithor have we hearkened unto 
thy sorvante the prophets, which spake 
in thy namo to our kings, our princes, 
and our fathers, and to all tho people 
of the land. 

7 0 Lord, righteousness bclongclh 
unto thoe, but unto us confusion of 
faces, ns at this day; to tho men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of Je- 
rusaloin, and unto all Israel, that are 
near, and tbaL are for off, through all 
the countries whithor thou hast driven 
them, because of their trospass that 
Ihey have trespassed against thee. 

8 0 Lord, to us bclongeth confusion 
of face, to our kings, to our prinoes, 
and to our fathers, because wo have 
sinned against tlico. 

9 To the Lord our God holong mer¬ 
cies and forgi venosses, though we have 
rebolled against him; 

10 Neither have wo obeyed tho voice 
of tho Lord our God, to walk iu his 
laws, which ho set before ue by his 
servants the prophets. 

11 Yea, all Israel have transgrossed 
thy law, even by departing, that they 
might not obey thy voice; thereforo 
the curse is poured upon us, and the 
oath that is writLen in tho law of 
Moses the servant of God, beoauso wo 
have sinned against him. 

12 And ho hath confirmed his words, 
which bespnko against us, and against 
our judges that judgod us, by bringing 
upon us a great evil; for under tho 
whole hoaven bath not been dono as 
hath boon done upon Jorusalom. 

13 As it is written in tbo law of 
Moses, all Lhis ovil is come upon us; 
yet made wo not our prayer bofuro 


tho Lord our God, thnt we might 
turn from our iniquities, and under¬ 
stand Ihv truth. 

H There hath the Lord watched 
upon the evil, and brought it upon 
us ; for the Lord our God is righteous 
in all his works which he doeth ; for 
wo obeyed not his voice. 

15 And now, 0 Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy pcoplo forth out of 
the land of Egypt with a mighty 
band, and hast gotten thee renown, 
us at this day; wo have sinned, we 
havo dono wickedly. 

10 0 Lord, according to all thy 
righteousness, I beseech thee, let 
thine anger and thy fury be turned 
away from thy city Jerusalem, thy 
holy mountain; hecausc for our sins, 
and for tho iniquities of our fathers, 
Jerusalem and tny people are become 
a reproach to all that aro about us. 

17 Now therefore, 0 our God, hear 
tho prayer of thy servant, and his 
supplications, and oauso thy faco to 
shine upon thy sanctuary that is doso- 
late, for the Lord’s sake. 

13 0 my God, inelino thine ear, and 
hour; open thine eyes, and behold 
our desolations, and the city whioh 
is called by thy name; for we do not 
present our supplications before Ihee 
for our righteousnesses, but for thy 
groat mercies. 

19 0 Lord, hear; 0 Lord, forgive; 
0 Lord, hearken and do; defer not, 
for thine own sake, 0 my God; for 
thy city and thy people are oalled by 
Ihy name. 

20 And while I was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin and 
the sin of my people Israel, and pre¬ 
senting my supplication before the 
Lord my God for tho holy mountain 
of my God; 

21 Yen, while I was speaking in 
raver, oven the man Gabriel, whom 

had seen in the vision at the be¬ 
ginning, being caused to fly swiftly, 
touobed me about the lime of the 
evening oblation. 

22 And ho informed me, and talked 
with me, and said, 0 Daniel, I am 
now coino forth to give thee skill and 
understanding. 

23 At tho beginning of thy suppli¬ 
cations tho oominandmento&rooforth, 
and I am como to show thee; for 
(hou art greatly bolovod; therefore 
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understand the matter, and consider 
the vision. 

24 Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy holy 
oity, to finish the transgression, and 
to make an end of sine, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, 
and to seal op the vision and prophecy, 
and to anoint the Most Holy. 

25 Know therefore and understand, 
that from the going forth of the com¬ 
mandment to restore and to build 
Jerusalem, unto the Messiah the 
Prince, shall be seven weeks, and 
three-score and two weeks; the street 
shall be built again, and the wall, 
even in tronblous times. 

26 And after three-score and two 
weeks shall Messiah be out off, hut 
not for himself; and the people of 
the prince that shall come shall de¬ 
stroy the city and the sanctuary; and 
the end thereof shall ho with a flood, 
and unto the end of the war desola¬ 
tions are determined. 

27 And he shall confirm the cove¬ 
nant with many for one week; and 
in the midst of the week he shall 
oause the sacrifice and the oblation 
to cease, and for the overspreading 
of ahominationB he shall make it deso¬ 
late, even until tho consummation, 
and that determined shall be poured 
upon the desolate. 

CHAPTER X. 

Daniel teeth a visum—He it comforted by the 
angel. 

N the third year of Cyrus king of 
Persia a thing was revealed unto 
Daniel, whoso name was called Bel- 
Leshazzar; and the thing was true, 
hut the time appointed was long: and 
he understood the thing and had un¬ 
derstanding of the vision. 

2 In those days I Daniel was mourn¬ 
ing three full weeks. 

3 I ate no pleasant bread, neither 
came flesh Dor wine in my mouth, 
ncithor did I anoint myself at all, 
till three whole weeks wore fulfilled. 

4 And in the four and twentieth 
day of the first month, as I was by 
the side of the great river, which is 
Hiddokel; 

5 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
looked, and behold a certain man 
clothed iD linen, whose loins were 
girded with fine gold of Uphaz; 


0 His body also was like the beryl, 
and his face as the appearance of 
lightning, and his eyes as lamps of 
fire, and his arms and his feet like in 
colour to polished brass, and the voice 
of his words like the voice of a mul 
titude. 

7 And I Daniel alone saw the vision; 
for the men that were with me saw 
not the vision; but a great quaking 
fell upon them, so that they fled to 
hide tnemselvcs. 

8 Therefore I was left alone, and 
saw this great vision, and there ro 
mained no strength in me; for my 
comeliness waB turned in me into cor 
ruption, and I retained no strength. 

0 Yet heard I the voice of his word;-; 
and when I heard the voice of hi# 
words, then was I in a deep sleep on 
my face, and my face toward the 
groand. 

10 And, heboid, a hand touched rcr, 
which set me upon my knees and 
upon the palms of my hands. 

'll And said unto me, 0 Daniel, a 
man greatly beloved, understand the 
words that I speak onto thee, ami 
stand upright; for unto thee am I 
now sent. And when he had spoken 
this word unto me, I stood trembling. 

12 Then said be onto me, Fear n- f, 
Daniel; for from the first day lint 
thou didst set thine heart to und< r 
stand, and to chasten thyself before 
thy God, thy words were beard, and 
I am come for thy words. 

13 But the prince of the kingdoot uf 
Persia withstood me one and twenty 
days; but, lo, Michael, one of the 
chief princes, came to help me; ami 
I remained there with the kings of 
Persia. 

14 Now I am come to make tlmo 
understand what shall befall thy piu 
pie in the latter days; for yet the 
vision is for many days. 

15 And when he had spoken such 
words unto me. I set my face toward 
the ground, and I became dumh. 

16 And, behold, one like the siaiiH 
tude of the sons of men touched mv 
lips; then 1 opened my mouth, and 
spake, and said unto him that stood 
before me, 0 my lord, by the vision 
my sorrows are turned upon me, and 
I have retained no strength. 

17 For how can the servant of tbii » 
my lord talk with this my lord ? for

a* for me, straightway there remained 
no strength in me, neither is there 
breath left in me. 

18 Then there came again and 
touched tnc one like the Appearance 
of a man, and he strengthened me, 

19 And said, 0 man greatly heloved, 
fear not; peace be unto thee; be 
strong, yea, be strong. And when he 
had spoken unto me, I was strength¬ 
ened, and said, Let my lord speak; 
for thou hast strenglhcned me. 

20 Then said he, K no west thou 
wherefore I conn* unto theo ? and 
now will I return to fight with the 
prince of Persia; and when I am 
gono forth, lo, tho prince of Grecift 
shall come. 

21 But I will show thee that which 
is noted in tho Scripture of truth ; and 
there is none that noldeth with mo in 
these things, but Michael your prince. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Hit overthrow of l'trgia by the king of Gre- 

cia — Leagues and conflicts between the 

kings of the south and of the north. 

LSO I in the first year of Darius 
the Mcde, even I, stood to con¬ 
firm and to strengthen him. 

2 And now will I show thee the 
truth, Behold, thero shall stand up 
yet three kings in Persia; and the 
fourth shall be far rioher than they 
all; and by bis strength through his 
riches ho shall stir up all against the 
realm of Grccia. 

3 And a mighty king Bhnll Bland 
up, that bIiuU rule with great domin¬ 
ion, and do According lo his will. 

4 And when he Bhall stand up, his 
kingdom shall ho broken, and shall 
bo divided toward the four winds of 
heaven; and not to his posterity, nor 
aooording to his dominion which he 
ruled ; for his kingdom shall be pluck¬ 
ed up, even for others hesides those. 

5 And tho king of the south shall 
be strong, and one of bis princes; 
and he shall ho strong above him, 
and have dominion ; his dominion 
shall be a great dominion. 

6 And in the end of years they shall 
join tbomselves togetbor; for the 
king’s daughter of the south shall 
come to the king of tho north to make 
an agreement; but she shall not re¬ 
tain the power of the arm ; neither 
shall ho stand, nor his arm ; but she 
■hall be given up, and they that 
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brought her, and he that begat her, 
and he (hat strengthened her in these 
times. 

7 but out of a branch of her roois 
shall ono stand up in his estate, 
which shall come with an army, and 
shall enter into the fortress of the 
king of the north, and shall deal 
against them, and shall prevail; 

8 And Bhall also carry captives into 
Egypt their gods, with their princes, 
end with thoir precious vessels of 
silver and of gold ; and he shall con¬ 
tinue more years than the king of the 
north. 

9 So the king of the south Bhall 
come into his kingdom, and shall re¬ 
turn into his own land. 

10 But his sons shall be stirred up, 
and shall assemble a multitude of 
great forces; ami or e shall certainly 
come, and overflow, ai«d pass through ; 
then shall he return, and be stirred 
up, even to his fortress. 

11 And tho king ot the south shall 
be moved with cholcr, and shall come 
forth and fight with him, even with 
the king of the north ; and he shall 
set forth a great multitude ; but the 
multitude shall be given intohis hand. 

12 And when he hath taken away 
tho multitude, his heart shall be lifted 
up ; and he shall cast down many ten 
thousands; but ho shall not bo 
strengthened by it. 

13 For the king of the north shall 
return, and shall set forth a multitude 
greater than the former, and shall 
certainly come after ocrtaiD years 
with a great army and with muoh 
riohes. 

14 And in those timos there shall 
many stand up against the kiDg of 
tho south; also the robbers of thy 
people shall exalt themselves to 
establish the vision; but they shall fall. 

15 So tho king of the north shall 
come, and oast up a mount, and take 
tho most fenced cities ; and the arms 
of the south shall not withstand, 
neither his chosen people, neither 
shall thero be any strength to with¬ 
stand. 

16 But ho that oomelh against him 
shall do according to his own will, 
and none shall stand before him ; and 
ho shall stand in the glorious land, 
which by his band shall be consumed. 

17 He shall also set his face to enter 
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with the strength of hia whole king¬ 
dom, and upright ones with him; 
thus shall ho do; uud he shall give 
him the daughter of women, corrupt¬ 
ing her; but sho shall not stand on 
hia aide, neither be for him. 

18 After this shall ho turn his faeo 
unto the isles, and shall take many; 
but a prince for his own behalf shall 
cause the reproach offered bj him to 
cease; without his own reproach he 
shall cause it to turn upon him. 

19 Then he shall turn his face to¬ 
ward the fort of his own land ; but 
he shall stumble and fall, and not be 
found. 

20 Then shall stand up in hia estate 
a raiser of taxes in the glory of the 
kingdom; but within few days he 
sbaJl be destroyed, neither in anger, 
□or in battle. 

21 And in his estate shall stand up 
a vile person, to whom they shall not 
give the honour of the kingdom; hut 
he shall come in peaceably, and obtain 
the kingdom by flatteries. 

22 And with tho arms of a flood 
shall they be overflown from before 
him, and shall be broken; yea, also 
the prinoo of the covenant. 

23 And after tho leaguo made with 
him he shall work deceitfully ; for he 
shall come up, and shall become 
strong with a small people. 

24 He shall enter peaceably evon 
upon the fattest places of the prov¬ 
ince ; and he shall do that which his 
fathers have not done, nor his fathers’ 
fathers; he Bhall scatter among them 
the prey, and spoil, and riches; yea, 
and he shall forecast his devices 
against the strong bolds, even for a 
time. 

25 And he shall stir up his power 
aud his courage ugainst tho king of 
the south with a great army; aud tho 
king of the south shall be stirred up 
to battle with a very great and mighty 
army; but he shall not stand ; for they 
shall foreoast devices against him. 

26 Yea, they that feed of tho portion 
of his meat shall destroy him, and 
his army shall overflow; and many 
shall fall down slain. 

27 And both these kings’ hearts 
shall bo to do misohief, and they shall 
speak lies at one table ; but it shall 
not prosper; for yot tho end shall bo 
at the time appointed. 


28 Then shall he return into his 
land with great riches; and his heart 
shall be against the holy covenant; 
and ho shall do exploits, aud return 
to his own land. 

29 At the time appointed he shall 
return, and como toward the south; 
but it shall not be as the former, or 
as the latter. 

3U For the ships of Chittim shall 
coute against him; therefore he sh il! 
be grieved, and return, and have in¬ 
dignation against the holy covenant; 
so shall he do; he shall even return, 
ami have intelligence with them th it 
forsake tho holy covenant. 

31 And anus shall stand on bis part, 
aud they shall pollute the sanctuary 
of strength, and shall take away the 
daily sacrifice, and they shall place 
tho abomination that maketh desolate. 

32 And such as do wickedly against 
the covenant shall be corrupt by flatte¬ 
ries ; but the people that doknowtbeir 
Qod shall be strong, and do exploits. 

33 And they that understand among 
the people shall instruct many; yet 
they shall fall by the sword, and by 
flame, by captivity, and by spoil, 
many days. 

34 Now when they shall fall, they 
shall be holpon with a little help ; 
but many shall cleave to them with 
flatteries. 

35 And some of them of understand¬ 
ing shall fall, to try them, and to 
purge, and to make them white, even 
to the time of the end ; because it is 
yet for a time appointed. 

36 And the king shall do according 
to his will; and he shall exalt him¬ 
self, aud magnify himself above every 
god, ami shall speak marvellous 
things against tbo God of gods, and 
shall prosper till the indignation be 
accomplished ; for that that is de¬ 
termined shall be done. 

37 Neither shall he regard the Qod 
of his fathers, nor tho desire of 
women, nor regard any god; for ho 
shall magnify himself above all. 

39 But in his estate shall he honour 
tho God of forces ; and a god whom 
his fathers knew not shall he honour 
with gold, and silver, and with 
precious stones, aud pleasant things. 
39 Thus shall he do in the most 
strong holds with a strange god, 
whom ho shall acknowledge and in'

crease with glory ; and ho Bhall oauso 
them to rule over many, and shall 
divide the* land for gain. 

40 And at the lime of the end shall 
the king of the soulh push at him; 
and the king of the north shall come 
against him like a whirlwind, with 
chariots, and with horsemen, and 
with many ships; and ho shall enter 
into tho countries, and shall ovorflow 
ind paBS over. 

41 He shall enler also into the 
gUrous land, and many countries 
shall be overthrown; but these shall 
escape out of his hand, even Edom, 
and Moab, and the chief of fne chil¬ 
dren of Amnion. 

42 llo shall stretch forth his hand 
also upon the countries; and the land 
of Egypt shall not esenpe. 

43 But ho shall have power over 
the treasures of gold and of silver, 
and over all the precious things'of 
Egypt; and the Libyans and the 
Ethiopians shall bo at his steps. 

44 But tidings out of the east and 
out of tho north shall trouhle him; 
therefore ho shall go forth with great 
fury to destroy, and utterly to make 
away many. 

45 And he shall plant tho taberna¬ 
cles of his palnoc between the seas 
in the glorious holy mountain; yot 
ho shall come to his end, and none 
shall holp bim. 

cirArTEit xii. 

Michael shall deliver Israel from their trou¬ 
bles—Daniel is informed of the times. 
ND at that time shall Michael 
stand up, the great prince which 
etandelh for tho children of thy peo¬ 
ple; and lliero shall bo a time of 
trouble, such as never was siuoe there 
was a nation oven lo that same lime; 
and at that time thy pcoplo shall bo 
delivered, every one that shall bo 
found written in the book. 

2 And many of thorn that sleep in 
the dust of tho earth shall awake, 
•ono to everlasting life, and some 


to shame and everlasting contempt. 

3 And they that be wise shall shine 
as tho brightness of the firmament; 
and they thal turn many to righteous¬ 
ness, as the stars for over and over. 

4 But thou, 0 Daniel, Bhut up the 
words, and seal tho book, even to the 
time of tho end ; many shall run to and 
fro, and knowledge shall be increased. 

5 Then I Daniel looked, and, behold, 
there stood other two, the one on 
this side of the bank of the river, and 
the other on that side of the bank of 
the river. 

C And one said to the man clothed 
in linen, which was upon the waters 
of tho river, How long shall it bo to 
tho end of these wonders? 

7 And I heard tho man clothed in 
linen, which was upon the waters of 
the river, when he held up his right 
hand and his left hand unto heaven, 
and aware by him that livetb for over, 
that it shall be for a time, times, and 
a half; and when ho shall have aooom- 
plished to scatter the power of the 
holy people, all these things shall be 
finished. 

S And I beard, but I understood not; 
then said I, 0 my Lord, what shall 
be the end of these things? 

9 And ho said, Go thy way, Daniel; 
for the words are closed up and sealed 
till tho time of the end. 

10 Many shall be purified, and made 
white, and tried; but tho wioked 
shall do wickedly; and none of the 
wicked shall understand; but the 
wise shall understand, 

11 And from the time that the daily 
sacrifice shall bo taken away, and the 
abomination that muketh desolate 
set up, there Bhall be a thousand two 
hundred and ninety days. 

12 Blessed is ho that waiteth, and 
oomoth to the thousand three hundred 
and five and thirty days. 

13 But go thou thy way till the end 
bo; for thou shalt rest, and stand in 
thy lot at the end of the days. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Ofhf s judgment far spiritual whoredom — 
The restoration of Judah and Israel. 

HE word of tho Lord that oamo 
unto Hosea, tho son of Boori, in 


the days of Uzziuh, Jotbam, Abaz, 
and Hezckiuh, kings of Judah, and 
in tho days of Jorohoatn the son of 
Joash, king of Israol. 

2 Tho beginning of the word of the 
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Lord by Hoseo. And Ihe Lord said 
to Hoaea, Go, take, unto thee a wife 
of whoredoms and children of whore¬ 
doms; for the land hath committed 
great whoredom, departing from the 
Lord. 

3 So he went and took Gomer the 
daughter of Diblaim; which con¬ 
ceived, and bare him a son. 

4 And the Lord said unto him, Call 
his name Jczreel; for yet a little 
while, and I will avenge the blood of 
Jezreel upon the house of Jehu, and 
will cause to cease the kingdom of 
the honee of Israel. 

5 And it shall come to pass at that 
day, that I will break the bow of 
Israel in the valley of Jezreel. 

6 And she conceived again, and 
bare a daughter. And God said unto 
him, Call her name Lo-ruhamah; for 
I will no more have mercy upon the 
house of Israel; but I will utterly 
take them away. 

7 Bnt I will have mercy upon the 
house of Judah, and will save them by 
the Lord their God, and will not save 
them by bow, nor by sword, nor by 
battle, by horses, nor by horsemen. 

8 Now when she had weaned Lo-ru¬ 
hamah, she conceived, and bare a hod. 

9 Then said God, Call his name Lo- 
ammi; for ye are not my people, and 
I will not be your God. 

10 Yet the number of the children 
of Israel 6hall bo as the sand of the 
sea, which cannot be measured nor 
numbered; and it shall come to pass, 
that in the place where it was said 
nntr them, ye are not my people, 
there it shall be said unto them, Ye 
are the sons of the living God. 

11 Then shall the children of Judah 
and the children of Israel be gathered 
together, and appoint themselves one 
head, and they shalt come up out of 
the land; for great shall be the day 
of Jezreel. 

CHAPTER II. 

The idolatry of the people — Judgments 

against them—Promises of reconciliation. 
AY ye unto your brethren, Ammi; 
and to your sisters, Ruhamuh. 

2 Plead with your mother, plead; 
for she is not my wife, neither am I 
her hnsband; let her therefore put 
away her whoredoms out of her sight, 
and her adulteries from between her 
breasts; 


3 Lest I strip her naked, and set her 
as in the day that she was born, and 
make her as a wilderness, and set hoi 
like a dry land,and slay her with thirst. 

4 And I will not have mercy upon 
her children; for they he the children 
of whoredoms. 

5 For their mother hath played the 
harlot; she that conceived them hath 
done shamefully; for she said, I will 
go after my lovers, that give me my 
bread and my water, my wool and 
my flax, mine oil and tny drink. 

6 Therefore, behold, I will hedge up 
thy way with thorns, and make u 
wall, that she shall not find her paths. 

7 And she shall follow after her lov 
ers, but she shall not overtake them . 
and she shall seek them, but shall not 
find them; then shall she say, I will 
go and return to my first husband; for 
then was it better with me than now. 

8-For she did not know that I gave 
her corn, and wine, and oil, and mul¬ 
tiplied her silver and gold, which they 
prepared for Baal. 

9 Therefore will I return, and take 
away my corn in the time thereof, 
and my wine in the season thereof, 
and will recover my wool and my 
flax given to cover her nakedness. 

10 And now will I discover her lewd¬ 
ness iu the sight of her lovers, and non* 
shall deliver her out of mine hand. 

11 I will also cause all her mirth lw 
cease, her feast days, her new moons, 
and her sabbaths, and all her solemn 
feasts. 

12 And I will destroy her vines and 
her fig trees, whereof 6he hath said. 
These are my rewards that my lover? 
have given me; and I will make them 
a forest, and tho beasts of the field 
shall eat them. 

13 And I will visit upon her the 
days of Baalim, wherein she bnrned 
incense to them, and she decked her¬ 
self with her earrings and her jewels, 
and she went after her lovers, and 
forgat me, saith the Lord. 

14 Therefore, behold, I will allure 
her, and bring her into the wilder¬ 
ness, and speak comfortably unto her. 

15 And I will give her her vine 
yards from thenoc, and the valley of 
Acbor for a door of hope ; and she 
shall sing there, as in the days of her 
youth, and as in tho day whon she 
came up out of the land of Egypt 
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19 And it shall be at that day, saith 
the Lord, that thou shalt call me 
Ishi; and shult cull nic no more Uaali. 

17 l''or I will take a nay the* names 
of Haaliru out of her mouth, and 
they shall no more he remembered 
by their name. 

IS Aod in that day will I mako a 
covenant for thorn with the heaats 
of the field, and with the fowls of 
heaven, and with the creeping things 
of the ground; and I will break the 
bow and the sword and the battle 
out of Ihe earth, and will make them 
lo lie down safely. 

19 And I will betroth thee unto mo 
forever; yea, I will betroth thee unto 
mo in righteousness, and in judgment, 
and in loving-kindness,and in mercies. 

20 I will even betroth Ibeo unto mo 
in faithfulness; and thou shalt know 
the Lord. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, I will hear, saith the Lord, I 
will hear the heavens, and they shall 
hear the earth ; 

22 And the earth shall hear the 
corn, and the wine, and the oil; and 
they shall hear Jestreel. 

23 And I will sow her unto me in 
the earth; and I will have moroy up¬ 
on her that had not obtained rneroy; 
and I will say to them which were 
not my people, Thou art my people; 
and they shall say, Thon art my God. 

CHAPTER III. 

The desolation of Israel be/ore their resto¬ 
ration. 

HEN said the Lord unto me, Go 
yet, love a woman beloved of 
her friend, yet an adulterosa, accord¬ 
ing to tho love of the Lord toward 
the children of Israel, who look to 
other gods, and love flagons of wino. 

2 So I bought her to me for fifteen 

iecos of silver, and for a homer of 

nrley, and a half homer of barley ; 

3 And I said unto her, Thou sbalt 
abido for mo many days; thou shalt 
not play the harlot, and thou shalt 
not no for another man; so will I 
also bo for thee. 

4 For tho children of Israol shall 
abide many days without a king, and 
without a prince, and without a sacri¬ 
fice, aod without an image, and with¬ 
out an epliod, and without teraohim; 

5 Aftorward shall tho ohildron of 
Israel return, and seek tho Lord their 
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God, and David their king ; and shall 
fear (ho Lord and his goodness in 
the latter days. 

CHAPTER IV. 

God's judgments against the sins of the people . 
EAR the word of the Lord, ye 
children of Israel; for the Lord 
hath a controversy with the inhah- 
itants of the land, because there is 
no truth, nor mercy, nor knowledge 
of God in the land. 

2 By swearing, and lying, and kill¬ 
ing, and stealing, and committing 
adultery, they break out, and blood 
touebeth blood. 

3 Therefore shall the land mourn, 
and every one that dwelleth therein 
shall languish, with the heasts of the 
field, and with the fowls of heaven ; 
yea, tho fishes of the sea also shall 
be taken away, 

4 Yet let no man strive nor reprove 
another; for thy peoplo are as they 
that strive with the priesti 

5 Therefore shalt thou fall in the 
day, and the prophet also shall fall 
with thee in the night, and I will 
deslroy thy mother. 

6 My people are destroyed for lack 
of knowledge; because thou hast 
rejected knowledge, I will also reject 
thee, that thou shalt bo no priost to 
me; seeing thou hast forgotten the 
law of thy God, I will also forget 
thy children. 

7 As they wore inercased, so they 
sinned against me; therefore will 1 
chango their glory into shame. 

8 They eat up the sin of my people, 
and they set their heart on their in¬ 
iquity. 

9 And thoro shall bo,like people, like 
priest; and I will punish them for their 
ways, aod reward them their doings. 

10 For they shall eat, and not have 
enough; they shall commit whore¬ 
dom, and shall not inoreaso ; because 
they have left off to take heed to the 
Lord. 

11 Whoredom and wino and now 
wine take away the heart. 

12 My people ask counsel at thoir 
stocks, and their staff dcolareth unto 
thorn; for tho spirit of whoredoms 
hath causod them to err, and they 
have gone a whoring from under 
their God. 

13 They sacrifice upon the tops of 
tho mountains, and burn inoonso up- 
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on the hills, under oaks and poplar* j 
and elms, because the shadow (.here¬ 
of is good ; therefore your daughters 
shall commit, whoredom, and your 
spouses shall oommit adultery. 

14 I will not punish your daughters 
when they commit whoredom, nor 
your spouses when they oommit adul¬ 
tery; for themselves are separated 
with whores, and they sacrifice with 
harlots; therefore the people that 
doth not understand shau fall. 

16 Though thou, Israel, play the 
harlot, yet let not Judah offend; and 
oome not ye unto Qilgal, neither go 
ye up to Beth-aven, nor swear, The 
Lord liveth. 

16 For Israel elideth back as a back¬ 
sliding heifer; now the Lord will feed 
them as a lamb in a large place. 

17 Ephraim is joined to idols; let 
him alone. 

18 Their drink is sour; they have 
committed whoredom continually; her 
rulers with shame do love, Give ye. 

10 The wind hath hound her up iD 
her wings, and they shall be ashamed 
because of their sacrifices. 

CHAPTER V. 

God's judgments against Israel far their 
manifold sins. 

EAR ye this, 0 priests; and 
hearken, ye house of Israel; 
and give ye car, 0 house of the king; 
for judgment is toward you, becauso 
ye havo been a snaro on Mizpah, 
and a net spread upon Tabor. 

2 And the revolters are profound 
to mako slaughter, though I have 
been a rebuker of them all. 

3 I know Ephraim, and Israel is not 
hid from me; for now, 0 Ephraim, 
thou commit test whoredom, and Israel 
is defiled. 

4 They will not frame thoir doings 
to turn unto thoir God; for the spirit 
of whoredoms is in the midst of them, 
and they havo not known tho Lord. 

5 And the pride of Israel doth tes¬ 
tify to his face; therefore shall Israel 
and Ephraim fall in their iniquity ; 
Judah also shall fall with them. 

6 They shall go with their flocks 
and with their herds to seek tho 
Lord; but, they shall not find him; he 
hath withdrawn himself from them. 

7 They have dealt trcaohorously 
against the Lord ; for they have begot¬ 
ten strange children; now shall a 


montbdevour them with their portions. 

8 Blow yo tho cornet in Gibeah, 
and the trumpet in Ramab; cry aloud 
at Beth-aven, after thee, 0 Benjamin. 

0 Ephraim shall bo desolate in the 
day of rebuke ; among the tribes of 
Israel have I made known that which 
shall surely be. 

10 The princes of Judah were like 
them that remove the boand ; there¬ 
fore I will pour out my wrath apon 
them like water. 

11 Ephraim is oppressed and bro¬ 
ken in judgment, because he willingly 
walked after tho commandment. 

12 Therefore will I be unto Ephraim 
as a moth, and to the house of Judah 
as rottenness. 

13 When Ephraim saw his sickness, 
and Judah saw his wound, then went 
Ephraim to the Assyrian, and sent to 
kiDg Jareb; yet could he not heal 
you, nor cure you of your wound. 

14 For I will be unto Ephraim as a 
lion^and as ayoung lion to the house 
of Judah ; I, even I, will tear and go 
away; I will take away, and none 
shall rescue him. 

15 I will go and return to mvplace, 
till they acknowledge their offence, 
and seek my face ; in their affliction 
they will seek me early. 

CHAPTER VI. 

An exhortation to repentance. 

OME, and let us return unto the 
Lord; for he hath torn, and will 
heal us; he hath smitten, and he will 
hind us up. 

2 After two days will he revive ua; 
in the third day he will ruise us up. 
and we shall live in his sight. 

3 Then shall we know, if wc follow 
on to know the Lord : his going forth 
is prepared as the morning; and he 
shall oome unto us as the rain, as the 
latter and former rain unto the earth. 

4 0 Ephraim, what shall T do unto 

tbec ? 0 Judah, what shall I do un¬ 

to thee? for your goodness is os n 
morning cloud, and as the early dew 
it goeth awav. 

5 Therefore have I hewed them by the 
prophets; I havo slain them by the 
words of my mouth : and thy judg¬ 
ments nrc as the light that goeth forth. 

6 For I desired mercy, and not sac¬ 
rifice ; and the knowledge of God 
more than burnt offerings. 

7 But they like men have tran^ 
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greased the oovenant; there have 
they dealt treacherously against ine. 

8 Gilead is a city of them that work 
iniquity, and is polluted with blood. 

9 And as troops of robberB wait for 
a man, so the company of priests 
murder in the way Dy consent; for 
they commit lewdneBS. 

10 I have seen a horrible thing in 
the h< use of Israel; there is the whore- 
lorn of Ephraim, Israel is defiled. 

11 Also, 0 Judah, he hath set a har- 
roBl for thee, when I returned the 
captivity of my people. 

CHAPTER VII. 

A rejrroof of manifold sine. 

IIEN I would have healed Israel, 
then the iniquity of Ephraim 
was discovered, and the wickedness 
of Sanmria; for thoy commit false¬ 
hood ; and the thief comoth in, and 
the troop of robbers spoilcth without. 

2 And they consider not in their 
hearts that I remember all their wick¬ 
edness ; now their own doings havo 
beset them about; tboy are bofore my 
face. 

3 Thoy mAke tho king glad with 
their wickedness, and the princes with 
their lies. 

4 They are all adulterors, as an oven 
heated by tho bakor, who ceascth from 
raising after he hath kneaded the 
dough, until it be leavened. 

5 In tho day of our king, the princes 
have made him siok with bottles of 
wiuo ; bo stretched out hiB hand with 
Boomers. 

6 For they have mado ready their 
hourt like an ovon, while they lie in 
wait; their baker sleopeth all the 
night; in the morning it burnelh as 
a flaming fire. 

7 They are all hot as an oven, and 
have devoured their judges; all their 
'.tings are fallen ; there is none Among 
t anm that oalleth unto mo. 

8 Ephraim, he hath mixed himself 
among tho people ; Ephraim is a cake 
not turnod. 

6 Strangers have dovoured his 
strength, and he knoweth it not; yea, 
ray hairs are here and thero upon 
tm, yot he knoweth not. 

10 And tho pride of Israel teslifioth 
to his face ; and they do not return to 
the Lord their God, nor seek him for 
all this. 

11 Ephraim also is like a silly dove 
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without heart; they oall to Egypt, 
they go to Assyria. 

12 When they shall go, I will spread 
my not upon them ; I will bring them 
down as the fowls of the heaven; I 
will chastise them, as their congrega¬ 
tion hath beard. 

13 Woe unto them ! for they have fled 
from mo; destruction unto them! be¬ 
cause thoy have transgressed against 
me; though I havo redeemed them, 
yet they have spoken lies against me, 

14 And they have not cried unto 
me with their heart, when they howl¬ 
ed upon their heds; they assemble 
themselves for oorn and wine, and 
they rebel against mo. 

15 Though I have bound and 
strengthened their arms, yet do they 
imagine mischief against ine. 

16 Thoy return, but not to the Most 
High ; they are like a deceitful bow; 
their princes shall fall by the sword for 
tho rago of their tongue; this shall be 
their derision in the land of Egypt. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Destruction is threatened . 

S ET the trumpet to thy mouth. He 
shall come as an eagle against the 
house of the Lord, because they 
havo transgressed my covenant, and 
trespassed against my law. 

2 Israel shall cry unto me, My God, 
we know thee. 

3 Israel hath cast off the thing that 
is good; the enemy shall pursue 
him. 

4 They have set up kings, but not 
by me; they have made prinoes, and 
I knew it not; of their silver and 
their gold have they made them idols, 
that they may be out off. 

5 Thy calf, 0 Samaria, hath oast 
thee off; mine anger is kindled against 
them; how long will it he ore they 
attain to innooonoy ? 

0 For from Israel was it also; the 
workman made it; therefore it is not 
God; but the oalf of Samaria shall 
be broken in pieces. 

7 For they have sown the wind and 
thoy shall reap the whirlwind; it hath 
no stalk ; the oud shall yield no moal; 
if so bo it yield, the strangers shall 
swallow it up. 

8 Israel is swallowed up; now shall 
they bo among the Gentiles as a ves¬ 
sel whoroin is no pleasure. 

9 For thoy aro gone up to Assyria, a 
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wild &B3 alone by himself; Ephraim 
hath hired IoverB. 

10 Yea, though they have hired 
among the nations, now will I gather 
them, and they 6hall sorrow a little 
for the hurdon of the king of princes. 

11 Beoanse Ephraim hath made 
many altars to sin, altars shall he un¬ 
to him to Bin. 

12 1 have written to him the great 
things of my law, but they were 
counted as a strange thing. 

13 They sacrifice flesh for the sacri¬ 
fices of mine offerings, and eat it; but 
the Lord acceptelh them not; now will 
he remember their iniquity, and visit 
their sins ; they shall return to Egypt. 

14 For Israel hath forgotton his 
Maker, and buildeth temples; and 
Judah hath multiplied fenced cities; 
hut I will send a fire upon his cities, 
and it shall devour the palaces thereof. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The captivity of Israel far their sins. 
EJOICE not, 0 Israel, for joy, as 
other people ; for tbou hast gone 
a whoring from thy God, thou hast 
loved a reward upon every cornfloor. 

2 The floor and the winepress shall 
not feed them, and tho new wino shall 
fail in her. 

3 They shall not dwell in the Lord’s 
land; but Ephraim shall return to 
Egypt, and they shall eat unclean 
things in Assyria. 

4 They shall not offer wine offerings 
to the Lord, neither shall they be 
pleasing unto him; their sacrifices 
shall he unto them as the bread of 
mourners; all that eat thereof Bball 
be polluted; for their bread for their 
soul shall notoome into the house of 
the Lord. 

5 What will ye do in the solemn 
day, and in the day of the feast of 
the Lord 7 

6 For, lo, they are gone because of 
destruction ; Egypt shall gather them 
up, Memphis shall bury them; the 
pleasant places for their silver, net¬ 
tles shall possess them ; thorns shall 
be in their tabernacles. 

7 The days of visitation aro come, 
the days of recompense are come; 
Israel shall know it; tbe prophet is 
a fool, the spiritual man is mad, for 
the multitude of thine iniquity, and 
the great hatred. 

8 The watchman of Ephraim was 


with my God; but the prophet is a 
snare of a fowler in all his ways, and 
hatred in the house of bis God. 

9 They have deeply corrupted them¬ 
selves, as in the days of Gibeah; 
therefore he will rememher their in¬ 
iquity, he will visit their sins. 

10 I found Israel like grapes in the 
wilderness; I saw your fathers as the 
first ripe in the fig tree at her first 
time; but they went to Baal-peoi, 
and separated themselves unto that 
shame; and their abominations were 
according a3 they loved. 

11 As for Ephraim, their glory shall 
fly away like a bird, from the birth, 
and from the womb, and from the 
conception. 

12 Though they bring up their chil¬ 
dren, yet will I hcreave thcm,that there 
shall not be a man left; yea, woe also 
to them when I depart from them ! 

13 Epbraim, as I saw Tyrns, is 
planted in a pleasant place; but 
Ephraim shall hring forth bis chil¬ 
dren to the murderer. 

14 Give them, 0 Lord ; what wilt 
thou give? give them a miscarrying 
womh and dry breasts. 

15 All their wickedness is in Gilgal; 
for there I hated them; for tbe wick¬ 
edness of their doings I will drive 
them out of mine house, I will love 
them no more ; all their princes aro 
rovolters. 

16 Epbraim is smitten, their root is 
dried up, they shall bear no fruit; 
yea, though they bring forth, yet will 
I slay even tho beloved fruit of their 
womb. 

17 My God will cast them away, 
because they did not hearken unto 
him; and they shall be wanderen 
among the nations, 

CHAPTER X. 

Israel is reproved and threatened. 
SllAEL is an empty vine, bebring- 
eth forth fruit unto himself; ac¬ 
cording to the multitude of his fruit 
he hath increased the altars; accord¬ 
ing to the goodness of his land they 
have made goodly images. 

2 Their heart is divided; now shall 
they be found faulty; be shall break 
down their altars, ho shall spoil their 
images. 

3 For now they shall say, We have no 
king, because wo feared not the Lord; 
what then should a king do to ua? 
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4 They have spoken words, swear¬ 
ing falsely in making a covenant; 
thus judgment epringeth up as hem¬ 
lock in the furrows of tho Gold. 

5 The inhabitants of Samaria shall 
fear because of the calves of Beth- 
aven; for the people thereof shall 
mourn over it, and the priests thoroof 
that rejoiced on it, for the glory there¬ 
of, because it is doparted from it. 

0 It shall also be carried unto As¬ 
syria for a present to king Jareb ; 
Ephraim shall receive shame, and 
Israel shall be ashamed of bis own 
aounsel. 

7 As for Samaria, her king is cut 
ofT ns tho foam upon the water. 

S The high places also of Avon, 
the sin of Israel, shall be destroyed; 
the thorn and the thistle shall come 
up on their altars ; and they shall say 
to the mountains, Cover us; and to 
Lhe hills, Fall on us. 

0 0 Israel, tbou hast sinned from 
tho days of Gibeah ; there they stood; 
tho bat Mo in Gibeah against the chil¬ 
dren of iniquity did not overtake 
them. 

10 It is in my desire that I should 
ohastlse them; and the peoplo shall 
bo gathered against thorn, when they 
shall bind themselves in thoir two 
furrows. 

11 And Ephraim is aB a heifer that 
is taught, and lovoth to tread out the 
corn ; but I passed over upon her fair 
neck ; I will make Ephraim to ride; 
Judah shall plough, and Jacob shall 
break bis olods. 

12 Sow to yourselveB in righteous¬ 
ness, roap in mercy; break up your 
fallow ground; for it is time to seek 
the Lord, till be come and rain right¬ 
eousness upon you. 

13 Ye have ploughod wickedness, 
yo have reaped iniquity; ye have 
eaten the frmt of lies; beoause thou 
didst trust in thy way, in the multi¬ 
tude of thy mighty mon. 

14 Therefore shall a tumult arise 
among thy peoplo, &Dd all tby fort¬ 
resses shall bo spoiled, as Sbaltnan 
spoiled Both-arbel in the day of bat¬ 
tle ; tho mothor was dashed in piooes 
upon her children. 

15 So shall Beth-ol do unto you 
booause of your groat wickedness; in 
a morning shall tho king of Israel 
uttorly be cut off. 
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CHAPTER XL 

The ingratitude of Itrxul—QadCt mervw. 
IIEN Israel was a ohild, then 
I loved him, and called my son 
out of Egypt. 

2 As they called them, so they went 
from them; they sacrificed uuto 
Baalim, and burned inoense to graven 
images. 

3 I taught Ephraim also to go, tak¬ 
ing them by their arras; but they 
knew not that I healed them. 

4 I drew them with tho cords of a 
man, with hands of love; and I was 
to them as they that take off the yoke 
on their jaws, and I laid meat unto 
them. 

5 lie shall not return unto the land 
of Egypt, but the Assyrian shall be his 
king, because they refused to return. 

6 And (he sword shall abide on his 
cities, and shall consume his branches, 
and devour them, because of their 
own counsels. 

7 And my people are bent to back¬ 
sliding from me; though they called 
them to the Most High, none at all 
would exalt him. 

8 How shall I give thee up, Eph¬ 
raim ? how shall I deliver thee, Is¬ 
rael ? how shall I make thee as Ad- 
mah ? how shall I set thee as Zeboim ? 
My heart 19 turned toward thee, and 
my mercies are extended to gather 
thee. 

9 I will not exeoute the fieroeness 
of mine anger, I will not return to 
destroy Ephraim ; for I am God, and 
not man ; the Holy One in the midst 
of thee; and I will not enter iuto the 
city. 

10 They shall walk after the Lord; 
he shall roar like & lion; when he 
shall roar, then the ohildren shall 
tremble from the weBt. 

11 Thoy shall tremble aB a bird out 
of Egypt, and as a dove out of the 
land of Assyria; and I will place 
them in their houses, 9aith the Lord. 

12 Ephraim compasseth me about 
with lies, nnd the bouse of Israel with 
deceit.; hut Judah yet ruleth with 
God, and is faithful with the saints. 

CHAPTER XII. 

A reproof qf Ephraim, Judah , and Jacob, 
PURAIM foedeth on wind, and 
followoth aftor the east wind; ha 
daily incronseth lies and desolation; 
iiml liny do make a covenant with the 
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Assyrians, and oil is oarriod into 
Egypt. 

2 The Lord hath also a controversy 
with Judah, and will punish Jacob 
according to hia ways; according to 
his doings will he recompense him. 

3 He took hia brother by the heel in 
the womb, and by hie strength he 
had power with God; 

4 Yea, he had power over the angel, 
and prevailed; he wept, and made 
supplication unto him ; he found him 
in Belh-el,aud there he spake with us ; 

5 Even the Lord God of hosts; the 
Lord is his memorial. 

6 Therefore turn thou to thy God; 
keep mercy and judgment, and wait 
on thy God continually. 

7 He is a merchant, the balances of 
deoeit are in his hand; he loveth to 
oppress. 

8 And Ephraim said, Yet 1 am be¬ 
come rich, I have found me out sub- 
stanco; in all my labours they shall 
find none iniquity in me tbat wero 
sin. 

9 And I that am the Lord thy God 
from the land of Egypt will yet make 
thee to dwell in tnbernacles, as in the 
days of the solemn feast. 

10 1 have also spoken by theproph- 
ets, and 1 have multiplied visions, 
and used similitudes, by the ministry 
of the prophets. 

11 Is there iniquity in Gilead ? sure¬ 
ly they arc vanity ; they sacrifice bul¬ 
locks in Gilgal; yea, their altars are 
as heaps in the furrows of the fields. 

12 And Jacoh fled into tho country 
of Syria, and Israel served for a wife, 
and for a wife ho kept sheep. 

13 And by a prophet the Lord 
brought Israel out of Egypt, and by 
a prophet was he preserved. 

14 Ephraim provoked him to anger 
most bitterly ; therefore shall he leave 
his blood upon him, and his reproach 
shall his Lord return unto him. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Ephraim'a glory — God's anger — A promise 
of God's mercy. 

HEN Ephraim spako trembling, 
he exalted himself in Israel; 
but whon he offended in Baal, he died. 

2 And now they sin more and more, 
and have made them molten imagcB 
of their silver, and idols according to 
their own understanding, all of it the 
work of tho craftsmen; they say of 


them, Let the men that sacrifice kiss 
the calves. 

3 Therefore they shall be as the 
morning cloud, and as the early dew 
that paeeeth away, as the chaff that 
is driven with the whirlwind out of 
the floor, and as the smoke out of the 
chimney. 

4 Yet I am the Lord thy God from 
the land of Egypt, and thou shalt 
know no god but me ; for there is no 
saviour beside me. 

5 I did know thee in the wilderness, 
in the laDd of great drought. 

6 According to their pasture, s« 
were they filled; they were filled, and 
their heart was exalted; therefore 
have they forgotten me. 

7 Therefore I will be unto them as 
a lion ; as a leopard by the way will 
I observe them ; 

8 I will meet them as a bear that is 
bereaved of her whelps, and will rend 
tho caul of their heart, and there will 
I devour them like a lion; the wild 
bca’St shall tear them. 

9 0 Israel, thou hast destroyed thy¬ 
self ; but in me is thine help. 

10 I will be ihy king; whero is any 
other that may save thee in all thy 
cities ? and thy judges of whom thou 
saidst, Give mo n king and princes ? 

Ill gave thee a king in mine anger, 
and took him awny in my wrath. 

12 The iniquity of Ephraim is 
bound up ; his sin is hid. 

13 The sorrows of a travailing woman 
shall come upon him ; he is an unwise 
son ; for he should not stay long in the 
placeof the breaking forth of children. 

14 I will ransom them from the 
power of the grave; I will redeem 
them from death; 0 death, I will be 
thy plagues; 0 grave, I will be thy 
destruction; repentance shall be hid 
from mine eyes. 

15 Though he be fruitful among his 
brethren, an east wind shall come, 
tho wind of the Lord shall come up 
from the wilderness, and his spring 
shall become dry, and hia fountain 
shall be dried up; he shall spoil tho 
treasure of all pleasant vessels. 

16 Samaria snail become desolate; 
for she hath rebelled against her God; 
they shall fall by tho sword ; their 
infants shall be dashed in pieces, aud 
tbeir women with child shall be rip¬ 
ped up. 
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CHAPTER XTV. 

An exhortation to repentant *.— Promise of 
Nesting. 

ISRAEL, roturn unto the Lord 
thy (Jod ; for ihou haet fallen by 
thine iniquity. 

2 Take with you words, and turn to 
the Lord; say unto him, Take away 
all iniquity, and reoeivc usgraoiously; 
go will wo render the calves of our 
lips. 

3 Asshur shall not save us; we will 
not ride upon horses; noither will we 
say any more to the work of our 
hands, Yo are our gode; for in thoo 
tho fatherless findeth mercy. 

4 I will heal their backsliding, I 
will love them freely; for mino anger 
is turned away from him. 

5 I will bo as the dew unto Israel; 


SBi 

ho shall grow as tho lily, and cast 
forth his roots as Lebanon. 

6 His branches shall spread, and 
his beauty shall bo as the olive tree, 
and his small as Lebanon. 

7 They that dwell under his shadow 
shall return: they shall revive as the 
corn, and grow as the vine; the scent 
thcroofshall bo as the wincof Lebanon. 

8 Ephraim shall say, What have I 
to do any more with idols? I have 
heard him, and observed him; I am 
liko a green fir tree. From me is thy 
fruit found. 

9 Who is wise, and he shall under¬ 
stand those things? prudent, and he 
shall know them ? for tho ways of 
tho Lord are right, and tho just shall 
walk In them ; hut the transgressors 
shall fall therein. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Joel, declaring sundry judgments, prescribeth 
a fast. 

rpiIE word of the Lord that oame 
X to Joel tho son of Pethuel. 

2 Hear this, ye old men, and give 
car, all ye inhabitants of the land. 
Iiath this been in your dayB, or even 
in tho days of your fathers? 

3 Toll yo your children of it, and 
let your children tell their children, 
•and their ohildron another generation. 

4 That which tho palinerworm hath 
left hath tho locust eaten ; and that 
which the Iooust hath loft hath tho 
ennkerworru eaten ; and that which 
tho cunkorworm hath left hath the 
caterpillar eaten. 

5 Awake, ye drunkards, and weep; 
an] bowl, all ye drinkers of wine, 
be muse of the now wine ; for it is out 
of! from your mouth. 

0 For a nation is oome up upon 
iny land, strong, and without number, 
whose teeth are as tho teoth of a lion, 
and ho hath tho ohoek tooth of a great 
lion. 

7 He hath laid tny vine waste, and 
barked my fig tree; he bath made it 
clean bare, and oast it away; the 
branohes thorcof are made white. 

8 Lament liko a virgin girdod with 
saokoloth for tho husband of her youth. 

9 Tho meat offering and Iho drink 


offering is out off from the house of 
tho Lord; the priests, tho Lord'e 
ministers, mourn. 

10 Tho field is wasted, the land 
mourncth; for tho oorn is wasted; 
tho now wine is dried up, the oil lan¬ 
guished. 

11 Bo yo ashamed, 0 ye husband¬ 
men; howl, 0 ye vinedressers, for the 
whent and for the barley; because the 
harvest of tho field is perished. 

12 The viue is dried up, and tho 
fig tree lunguishoth; the pomegranate 
tree, tho palm tree also, And the apple 
tree, even all the trees of the field, 
aro withered; beoause joy is withered 
away from tho sens of men. 

13 Gird yourselves, and lament, ye 
priests; howl, ye ministers of the 
altar; come, lie all night in saokoloth, 
ye ministers of my God; for the meat 
offering and the drink offering is with- 
holdon from tho house of your God. 

14 Sanctify ye a fast, call a solemn 
assembly, gather the elders and all 
the inhabitants of the land into the 
house of the Lord your God, and ory 
unto tho Lord, 

15 Alas for the day! for tho day of 
the Lord is at hand, and ns a destruc¬ 
tion from tho Almighty shall it come. 

16 Is not the moat out off before our 
oyos, yea, joy and gladnoas from the 
house of our God? 
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17 The seed i« ntteo under their 
clods, the gamers are laid desolate, 
the barns are broken down; for the 
corn is withered. 

18 How do the beasts groan! the 
herds of cattle are perplexed, because 
they have no pasture; yea, the flocks 
of sheep are made desolate. 

19 0 Lord, to thee will I cry; for the 
fire hath devoured the pastures of the 
wilderness, and the flame hath burned 
all the trees of tho field. 

20 Tbe beasts of tho field cry also 
unto thee; for the rivers of water are 
dried up, and tho fire hath devoured 
the pastures of the wilderness. 

CHAPTER II. 

OtxTt judgment*—Be txhoridh to repmianct, 

pretcrtMh a /cut, and comforltlh Zion 

witii bltssingt . 

LOW ye the trumpet in Zion, 
and sound an alarm in my holy 
mountain; let all the inhabitants of 
tbe land tremble; for the day of the 
Lord comcth, for it is nigh at hand: 

2 A day of darkDess and of gloomi¬ 
ness, a day of clouds and of thick 
darkness, as tho morning spread upon 
the mountains; a great people and a 
strong; there hath not been ever the 
like, neither shall be any more after 
it, even to the years of many genera¬ 
tions. 

3 A fire dovoureth before them; and 
behind them a flame buraeth; the 
land is w tho garden of Eden before 
them, and behind thorn a desolate 
wilderness; yea, and nothing shall 
esoape them 

4 The appcaranco of them is as the 
appearance of horses; and as horse¬ 
men, so shall they run. 

6 Like the noise of chariots on the 
tops of mountains shall they leap, 
like the noise of a flame of lire that 
devonreth the stuhble, as a strong 
people set in battle array. 

6 Before their face tho people shall 
bo mubh pained; all faces shall gather 
blackness. 

7 They shall run like mighty men; 
they shall climb the wall like men of 
war; and they shall march every one 
on his ways, and they shall not break 
their ranks; 

8 Neithor shall one thrust another; 
they shall walk every one in his path; 
and when they fall upon the sword, 
they shall not bo wounded. 


9 They shall run tu and fro in the 
city; Lhey shall run upon the wall, 
they shall climb up upon the houses; 
they shall enter in at the windows like 
a thief. 

10 The earth shall quake before 
them; the heavens shall tremble; the 
sun and the moon shall be dark, and 
the stars shall withdraw their shin¬ 
ing; 

11 And the Lord shall utter hii 
voice before his army; for his camp 
is very great, for he is Btrong that 
executclh his word; for the day of 
tho Lord is great and very terrible; 
and who can abide it? 

12 Therefore also now, saith the 
Lord, turn ye even to me with all 
your heart, and with fasting, and with 
weeping, and with mourning; 

13 And rend your hearts, and not 
your garments, and repent, and turn 
unto the Lord your Uod; for he is 
gracious and merciful, slow to anger, 
and of great kindness, and he will 
turn away the evil from yoa. 

14 Therefore repent, and who know- 
elh but he will return and leave » 
blessing behind him; that you mar 
offer a meat offering, and a drink 
offering, unto the Lord your God? 

15 Blow the trumpet in Zion, sauo- 
tify a fast, call a solemn assembly; 

16 Gather the people, sanctify the 
congregation, assemble the eldors, 
gather the children, and those that 
suck the breasts; let the bridegroom 
go forth of his chamber, and tbe bride 
out of her closet. 

17 Let the priests, the-ministers of 
tho Lord, weep between the porch and 
the altar, and lot them say. Spare Ihj 

eople, 0 Lord, and give not thine 
oritage to roproaob, that the hoathen 
should rule over them; wherefore 
should they say among the people, 
Where is their God? 

18 Then will tbe Lord be jealous for 
bis land, arid pity his people. 

19 Yea, tho Lord will answer and 
say unto his people, Behold, I will 
send you oorn, and wine, and oil, and 
ye shall be satisfied therewith; and 
I will no more mako you a roproaob 
among tho hoathen; 

20 But I will remove far off from you 
the northern army, and will drive 
him into a land barren and dosolata, 
with his face toward the east sea, and 
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CHAPTER III. 


hlfl hinder part toward the almost 
bcb, and hia atink shall oome up, and 
his ill savour shall come up, because 
he hath done great things 

21 Fear not, 0 land; be glad and 
rejoice; for the Lord will do great 
things. 

22 Be not afraid, ye heasts of the 
field; for the pastures of the wilder¬ 
ness do spring, for the tree bearcth 
her fruit, the fig tree and the vine do 
yield their strength. 

23 Be glad then, ye children of 
Zion, and rejoice in the Lord your 
God; for ho hath given you tho for¬ 
mer rain moderately, and he will 
cause to come down for you the rain, 
the former rain, and the latter rain in 
the first mon'h. 

24 And (ho floors shall be full of 
wheat, and the fats shall overflow 
with wido and oil. 

25 And I will restore to you the 
years that the locust hath eaten, the 
ennkerworm, and the caterpillar, and 
fhe palnicrworm, my great army 
which I sent among you. 

20 And ye shall cat in plenty, and 
be satisfied, and praise the name of 
the Lord your God that hath dealt 
wondrously with you; and my people 
shall never be ashamed. 

27 And yo shall know that I am in 
(ho midst of Israel, and that I am the 
Lord your God, and none else; and 
my people shall never ho ashamed. 

28 And it shall oome to pass after¬ 
ward that I will pour out my Spirit 
upon all flesh; and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, your 
old men shall dream dreams, your 
young men shall see visions; 

20 And also upon the servants and 
upon the handmaids in those days 
will I pour out my Spirit. 

30 And I will show wonders in the 
benvens and in the earth, blood, and 
fire, and pillars of smoke. 

31 The sun shall be turned into 
dnrknoBS, and the moon into blood, 
bofore tho great and the terrible day 
of the Lord oome. 

32 And it shall oome to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall bo delivered; for in 
mount Zion and in Jerusalem shall 
be dotivoranoo, as the Lord hath said, 
and in tho remnant whom tho Lord 
shall call. 


CHAPTER III. 

God's judgments against t\( enemies (\J kit 
people—Hi t blessing. 

OR, behold, in those days, and in 
that time, when I shall brinj agnin 
the captivity of Judah and Jerusalem, 

2 I will also gather all nations, and 
will bring them down into the valley 
of Jehoshaphat, and will plead with 
them there for my people and for my 
heritage Israel, whom they have scat¬ 
tered among the nations, and parted 
my land. 

3 And they have cast lots for my 
eoplc ; and have given a boy for a 
arlot, and sold a girl for wine, that 

they might drink. 

4 Yea, and what have ye to do with 
me, 0 Tyre, and Zidon, and all the 
coasts of Palestine? will yo render 
mo a recompense ? and if ye reoom* 
pensc me, swiftly and speedily will 1 
return your recompense upon yoor 
own head; 

5 Because ye have taken my silver 
and my gold, and have carried into 
your temples my goodly pleasant 
things; 

6 The children also of Judah and 
tho children of Jerusalem have ye 
sold unto the Grecians, that ye might 
remove them far from their border. 

7 Behold, I will raise them out of 
the place whither yo have Bold them, 
and will return your recompense upon 
your own head; 

8 And I will sell your sons and your 
daughters into the hand of the chil¬ 
dren of Judah, and they shall sell 
them to the Sabeans, to a people far 
off; for tho Lord hath spoken it. 

9 Proclaim ye this among the Gen¬ 
tiles; Prepare war, wake up the 
mighty men, let all the men of war 
draw near; let them oome up; 

10 Beat your ploughshares into 
swords, and your pruning-hooks into 
Bpoars ; let the weak say, I am strong. 

71 Assemble yourselves, and oome, 
all ye bealhen, and gather yourselves 
togothor round about; thither causo 
thy mighty ones to oome down, 0 
Lord. 

12 Let tho heathon be wakened, and 
come up to the valley of Jchoshuphat; 
for there will I sit to judgo all the 
heathon round about. 

13 Put ye in tho sickle, for tho har¬ 
vest is ripe; come, get you down ; for 
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the press is full, the fate overflow; 
for tneir wickedness is great. 

14 Multitudes, multitudes in tho 
valley of decision ; for the day of the 
Lord is near in the valley of decision. 

15 The sun and the moon shall be 
darkened, and the stars shall with¬ 
draw their shining. 

16 The Lord also shall roar out of 
Zion, and utter his voice from Jeru¬ 
salem; and the heavens and the earth 
shall shake ; but tho Lord will be the 
hope of his people, and the strength 
of the children of Israel. 

17 So Bhall ye know that I am the 
Lord your God dwelling in Zion, my 
holy mountain ; then shall Jerusalem 
be holy, and there shall no strangers 
pass through hor any more. 


18 And it shall come to pass tn that 
day, that the mountains shall drop 
down new wine, and the hills shall 
flow with milk, and all the rivers of 
Judah shall flow with waters, and a 
fountain shall come forth of the house 
of the Lord, and shall water the valley 
of Shittim. 

19 Egypt shall be a desolation, and 
Edom shall be a desolate wilderness, 
for tho violence against the children 
of Judah, because they have shed in¬ 
nocent blood in their land. 

20 But Judah shall dwell for ever, 
and Jerusalem from generation to 
generation. 

21 For I will cleanse their blood 
that I have not cleansed; for the 
Lord dwellcth in Zion. 
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CHAPTER I. 

GotTt judgment upon Syria, the Philistines, 
Tyrus , Edom and Ammon. 

IIE words of Amos, who was among 
the herdmen of Tekoa, whioh ho 
saw concerning Israel in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah, and in the 
days of Joroboam the son of Joash 
king of Israel, two years before the 
earthquake. 

2 And ho said, The Lord will roar 
from Zion, nnd utter hU voice from 
Jerusalem ; and the habitations of 
the Bbephcrds Bhall mourn, and tho 
top of Carmel shall wither. 

3 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Damascus, and for 
four, I will not turn away the punish¬ 
ment thereof; because they have 
threshed Gilead with threshing in¬ 
struments of iron; 

4 But I will send a Are into the 
house of Hazael, whioh shall devour 
the palaces of Bcn-hadad. 

5 I will break also the bar of Damas¬ 
cus, and cut off the inhabitant from 
the plain of Avcn,and him that hold- 
eth the sceptre from the houso of 
Eden; and tne people of Syria Bhall 
go into captivity unto Kir, saith the 
Lord. 

6 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Gaza, and for four, 
I will not turn away tho punishment 
thereof; because they carriod away 


captive the whole captivity, to deliver 
them up to Edom ; 

7' But I will send a Are on the wall 
of Gaza, which shall devour the pal 
aces thereof; 

S And I will cut off the inhabitant 
from Ashdod, and him that holdetli 
the sceptre from Ashkelon, and I will 
turn mine hnnd against Ekron ; an l 
tho remnant of the Philistines shall 
perish, saith the Lord God. 

9 Thus saith the Lord : For threu 
transgressions of Tyrus, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because they delivered up 
the whole captivity to Edom, and ro 
membered not the brotherly covenant; 

10 But I will send a fire on the wall 
of Tyrus, which shall devour the pal¬ 
aces thereof. 

11 Thus Baith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Edom, and for fonr, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; because he did pursue hit 
brother with the sword, and did cast 
off all pity, and his auger did tear 
perpetually, and he kept his wrath 
for ever ; 

12 But I will send a Are upon Te- 
man, which shall devout the palaces 
of Bozrah. 

13 Thus saith tbo Lord; For three 
transgressions of the children of 
Ammon, and for four, I will not turn 
away the punishment thereof; because 
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they have ripped up (lie women with 
ohiid, of Gilead, llint they might 
enlarge their border: 

H Rut I will kindle a Are in the 
wall of Kabbah, and it shall devour 
the palaces thereof, with shouting in 
the day of battle, with a tempest in 
the day of the whirlwind; 

15 And their king shall go into 
onptivity, he and his princes together, 
saith the Lord. 

CHAPTER II. 

G<*Ct urath against Maab, upon Judah, 
and upon Israel — God complaintth of 
their util/tankfulnas. 

milIJS saith the Lord; For three 
J. transgressions of Monb, and for 
four, I will not turn away tho punish¬ 
ment thereof; because he burned the 
bones of tho king of Edom into lime; 

2 Rut I will send a fire upon Moab, 
and it shall devour tho palaces of 
Kirioth ; and Moab' shall die with 
tumult, with shouting, and with the 
sound of the trumpet; 

3 And I will cut off the judge from 
the midst thereof, and will slay all 
the princes thereof with him, saith 
tho Lord. 

4 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Judah, and for four, 
I will not turn away the punishment 
thereof; bcoanse they have despised 
tho law of the Lord, and have not 
kept his ooromfUldments,and their lies 
caused them to err, aftor the whioh 
their fathors have walked; 

5 But 1 will send a fire upon Judah, 
and it shall devour the palaces of Je¬ 
rusalem. 

6 Thus saith the Lord; For three 
transgressions of Israel, and for four, 
I will not turn away tho punishment 
thereof; because they sold the right¬ 
eous for silver, and the poor for a pair 
of shoes; 

7 That pant after the dust of the earth 
on Lhe head of the poor, and turn aside 
the way of the meek ; and n man and 
bis father will go in unto tho same 
maid, to profane ray holy namo; 

8 And they lay themselves down upon 
clothes laid to pledge by every altar, 
and they drink the wine of tho con¬ 
demned in the house of their god. 

U Yet destroyed I tho Amorite be¬ 
fore them, whose height was like the 
height of the oedars, and ho was strong 
as tho oaks; yot I destroyed his fruit 
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from above, and bis roots from be¬ 
neath. 

10 Also I brought you up from the 
land of Egypt, and led you forty years 
through the wilderness, to possess the 
land of tho Amorite. 

11 And I raised up of your sons for 
prophets, and of your young men for 
Nazarites. Is it not even thus, 0 ye 
children of Israel? saith tho Lord. 

12 Rut yo gavo the Nazarites wine 
to drink; and commanded the proph¬ 
ets, saying, Prophesy not. 

13 Rehold, I am pressed under you, 
as a cart is pressed that is full of 
sheaves. 

14 Therefore the flight shall perish 
from the swift, and the strong shall 
not strengthen his force, neither shall 
tho mighty deliver himself; 

15 Neither shall he stand that hand- 
letb the bow; and he that is swift of 
foot shall not deliver himself: neither 
shall he that rideth the horse deliver 
himself. 

10 And bo that is courageous among 
the mighty sha'l flee away naked in 
that day, saith tho Lord. 

CHAPTER III. 

GotCs judgment against Israel—The cause 
thereof. 

EA R this word that tho Lord hath 
spoken against you, 0 children 
of Israel, against the whole family 
which I brought up from the land of 
Egypt, saying, 

2 You only have I known of all the 
familios of tho earth; therefore I will 
punish you for all your iniquities. 

3 Can two walk together, except they 
be agreed ? 

4 Will a lion roar in the forest, when 
he hath no prey? will a young lion 
cry out of his den, if he have taken 
nothing ? 

5 Cun a bird fall in a snare upon the 
earth, where no gin is for him? shall 
one tako up a snare from the earth, 
and have taken nothing at all? 

6 Shall a trumpet be blown in the 
city, and (he people not bo afraid? 
shall tlioro bo evil in a city, and the 
Lord hntb not known it? 

7 Surely the Lord God will do no- 
thiug, until he reveuleth the seorot 
unto his servants the prophota. 

8 Tho lion hath roared, who will not 
fear? the Lord God hath spoken, who 
can but prophesy? 
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9 Publish in the palaces at Ashdod, 
and in the palaces in the land of 
Egypt, and say, Assemble yourselves 
upon the mountains of Samaria, and 
behold the great tumults in the midst 
thoreof, and the oppressed in the midst 
thereof. 

10 For they know Dot to do right, 
saith the Lord, who store up violence 
and robbery in their palaces. 

11 Therefore thus saitb the Lord 
God; An adversary there shall be even 
round about the land; and he shall 
bring down thy strength from thee, 
and thy palaces shall he spoiled. 

12 Thus eaith the Lord; As the shep¬ 
herd taketh out of the mouth of the 
lion two legs, or a piece of an ear; so 
shall the children of Israel be taken 
out that dwell in Samaria in the cor¬ 
ner of a hed, and in Damascus in a 
couch. 

13 Hear yc, and testify in the house 
of Jacob, saith the Lord God, the God 
of hosts, 

14 That, in the day that I shall visit 
tho transgressions of Israel upon him, 
I will also visit the altars of Beth-cl; 
and the horn9 of the altar shall be cut 
off, and fall to the ground. 

15 And I will smite the winter house 
with the summer house; and the houses 
of ivory shall perish, and the great 
houses shall have an end, saith the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER IT. 

He reproveth Israel for oppression, and far 
idolatry. 

EAR this word, ye kine of Ba- 
sban, that are in the mountnin 
of Samaria, which oppress the poor, 
which crush the needy, which Bay to 
their masters, Bring, and let us drink. 

2 Tho Lord God hath sworn bv his 
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holiness, that, to, tho days shall come 
npon you, that he will take you away 
with hooks, and your posterity with 
fishhooks. 

3 And ye shall go out at the breaches, 
every one hefore his enemy; and ye 
shall be cast out of your palaces, saith 
the Lord. 

4 Come to Beth-el, and transgress; 
at Gilgal multiply transgression ; and 
bring your socrifioes every morning, 
and your tithes after three years; 

5 And offer a sacrifice of thanksgiv¬ 
ing with leaven, and proclaim and 
publish Ihe free offerings; for thus 


do ye, 0 ye children of Israel, ealtb 
1 lie Lord God. 

f> Therefore I nleo have given you 
cleanness of teeth in all your cities, 
and want of broad in all your places; 
yet hove yc not returned unto me, 
saith the Lord. 

7 And also I have wilhholden the 
rain from you, when there were yd 
tbreo months to the harvest; and 1 
caused it to rain upon one city, and 
caused it not to rain upon anoltw > 
city; one piece was rained upon, and 
the piece whereupon it rained not 
withered. 

8 So two or three cities wanderr I 
unto one city, to drink water; Li;• 
they were not satisfied ; yet have 
not returned unto me, saith the Lord. 

9 I have smitten you with hi as tin;.' 
and mildew; when your gardens ani 
your vineyards and your fig trees and 
your olive trees hicreascd, the paluu i 
worm devoured them; yet have ye n>n 
returned unto me, saith the Lord. 

10 I have sent among you the p«-- 
tilencc after the manner of Egyj-i 
your young men have I slain wi'i. 
the sword, and have taken awav vum 
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horses; and I have made the stint 
of your camps to come up unto your 
nostrils; yet have ye not returned 
unto me, saith the Lord. 

11 I have overthrown some of you, a< 
God overthrew Sodonrud Gomorrah, 
and ye were as a firebrand pluck' I 
out of the homing; yet have ye not 
returned unto me, saith the Lord. 

12 Therefore thus will I do unto thro, 
0 Israel; and hecause I will do thi* 
onto thee, prepare to meet thy God. 
0 Israel. 

13 For, lo, he that formeth the moun¬ 
tains, and createth the wind, and do 
clareth unto man what is his thoughl, 
that mnketh the morning darkness, 
and treadeth upon the high places of 
the earth, The Lord, The God of hof ts, 
is his name. 

CHAPTER V. 

A lamentation far Israel—A n zxhortartm to 
repentance. 

EAR ye this word which I take 
□p against you, even a lamenta¬ 
tion, 0 house of Israel. 

2 The virgin of Israel is fallen; she 
shall no more rise; she is forsaken 
upon her land; there is none to raise 
her up. 
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CHAPTER VI. 


5 For thue saith the Lord Qod; The 
eity that went oat by a thousand 
shall h ave a hundred, and that whioh 
wont forth by a hundred Bhall leave 
ten, lo the house of Israel. 

4 For thus saith the Lord unto the 
housn of Israel, Sock ye me, and ye 
shall livo; 

6 But sock not Beth-el, nor enter 
into dilgftl, and pass not to Boer- 
sheba; Tor Gilgal shall surely go 
into captivity, and Beth-el shall come 
to uaught. 

0 Seek the Lord, and ye shall live; 
lest be break out like fire in the house 
of Joseph, and devour it, and there 
be none to quench it in Beth-el. 

7 Ye who turn judgment to worm¬ 
wood, and luave off righteouanoss in 
the carl h, 

8 Seek him that maketh the seven 
stars and Orion, and turnetb the 
shadow of death into the morning, 
and nmkoth the day dark with night; 
that culleth for the waters of the sea, 
and poureth them out upon the face 
of (ho earth; The Lord is his name; 

0 That strengtheneth tho spoiled 
against the strong, bo that tho spoiled 
shall come against the fortress. 

10 They hate him that robuketh in 
tho gate, and they abhor him that 
speakclh uprightly. 

11 ForaBmuoh therefore as your 
treading is upon the poor, and ye 
take from him burdcnB of whent; ye 
have built houses of hewn stone, but 
ye Bhall not dwell in them ; yo have 
planted pleasant vineyards, but ye 
shall not drink wine of them. 

12 For 1 know your manifold trans¬ 
gressions and your mighty sins; they 
affiiot the just, they take a bribo, and 
they turn aside the poor in the gate 
from their right. 

13 Therefore the prudent shall keep 
lilonoe in that time; for it is an evil 
time. 

14 Seek good, and not evil, that ye 
may live; and so the Lord, the God 
of hosts, shall be with you, as ye 
have spoken. 

lli Hate the evil, and love the good, 
and establish judgment in the gate; 
it may be that the Lord God of hosts 
will bo gracious unto the remnant of 
Joseph. 

10 Therefore the Lord, the Qod of 
hosts the Lord, aaith thus; Wailing 


shall be in all streets; and they shall 
say in all the highways, Alas ! alas! 
and they shall oall the husbandman 
to mourning, and such as are skilful 
of lamentation to wailing. 

17 And in all vineyards shall be 
wailing; for I will pass throogh thee, 
saith the Lord, 

18 Woe onto you that desire the 
day of the Lord! to what end is it 
for you? tho day of tho Lord is dark¬ 
ness, and not light. 

19 As if a man did fiee from a lion, 
and a boar met him; or went into 
tho house, and leaned his hand on 
the wall, and a serpent bit him. 

20 Shall not the aay of the Lord be 
darkness, and not light? even very 
dark, and no brightness in it? 

21 I hate, I despise your feast days, 
and I will not smell in your solemn 
assemblies. 

22 Though ye offer me burnt offer¬ 
ing and your meat offerings, I will 
not accept them; neither will I regard 
the pcaco offerings of your fat beasts. 

23 Take thou away from me the 
noise of thy song9; for I will not 
hear the melody of Lhy viols. 

24 But let judgment run down as 
waters, and righteousness as a mighty 
stream. 

25 Have ye offered unto me soon- 
flees and offerings in the wilderness 
forty years, 0 house of Israel? 

26 But ye have borne the tabernacle 
of your Moloch and Cbiun your 
images, tho star of your God, whioh 
ye made to yourselves. 

27 Therefore will I oause you to 
go into captivity beyond Damascus, 
saith tho Lord, whose name is The 
God of hosts. 

CIIAPTU3R VI. 

The wanUmntss of Israel—Theiy desolation. 
OE to them that are it ease in 
Zion, and trust in tho mountain 
of Samaria, whioh aro named ohief 
of the uations, to whom the house of 
Israel oame! 

2 Pass ye unto Calnoh, and *e«; 
and from thence go ye to Hamath 
tbo groat; then go down to Gath of 
tho Philistinos; be they hotter than 
these kingdoms ? or their horder 
greator than your border? 

3 Yo that put far away the evil 
dny, and oause the seat of vlolenoe 
to come near; 
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4 That lie upon beds of ivory, and 
stretch themselves upon their couchcB, 
and eat the l&mbB out of the flock, 
and tho calves out of the midst of 
tho stall; 

5 That chant to the Bound of the 
viol, and invent to themsolveB instru¬ 
ments of musio, like David; 

6 That drink wine in bowls, and 
anoint themselves with the chief 
ointments ; bnt they are not grieved 
for the affliction of Joseph. 

7 Therefore now shall they go oap- 
tive with the first that go captive, 
and the banquet of them that stretched 
themselves shall be removed. 

8 The Lord God hath sworn by him¬ 
self, Baith the Lord the God of hosts, 
I abhor the excellency of Jacob, and 
bate his palaces; therefore will I 
deliver up the city with all that is 
therein. 

9 And it shall come to pass, if there 
remain ten men in one house, that 
they shall die. 

10 And a man's uncle shall take 
him up, and he that burneth him, to 
bring out tho bones out of tho house, 
and that say unto him that is by the 
sides of the house, Is there yet any 
with thee? and ho shall say, No. 
Then shall he say, Hold thy tongue ; 
for we may not make mention of the 
name of the Lord. 

11 For, behold, the Lord command- 
eth, and he will siuite the great house 
with breaches, and the little house 
with olefts. 

12 Shall horses run upon the rook? 
will one plough there with oxen ? for 
ye have turned judgment into gall, 
and the fruit of righteousness into 
hemlock; 

13 Ye which rejoice in a thing of 
naught, whioh say, Have we not taken 
to ub horns by our own strength ? 

14 But, behold, I will raise up 
against you a nation, 0 house of 
Israol, eaith the Lord the God of 
hosts; and they shall affliot you from 
the entering in of Hamath unto tho 
river of the wilderness. 

CIIAPTER VII. 

The grasshoppers and the fire are diverted by 
the prayer of A mos — The. rejection of Israel. 
HUS hath the Lord God showed 
unto mo ; and, behold, ho formed 
grasshoppers in the beginning of the 
shooting up of the In Her growth; and. 


lo, it was the latter growth after the 
king’s mowings. 

2 And it came to pass, that when 
they had made an end of eating the 
grass of tho land, then I said, 0 Lord 
God, forgive, I beseeoh theo: by 
whom shall Jacob arise ? for he it 
small. 

3 And the Lord said, concerning 
Jacob, Jacob shall repent for this, 
therefore I will not utterly destroy 
him, saith the Lord. 

4 Thus hath the Lord God showed 
unto me; and, behold, the Lord God 
called to contend by fire, and it de¬ 
voured the great deep, and did eat 
up a part. 

5 Then said I, 0 Lord God, cease. 
I beseech thee; by whom shall Jacob 
arise? for he is small. 

6 And the Lord said, concerning 
Jacob, Jacob shall repent of his 
wickedness; thereforo I will not 
utterly destroy him, saith the Lord 
God. 

7 Thus ho showed me ; and, behold 
the Lord stood upon a wall made hv 
a plumb-line, with a plumb-line in hi> 
hand. 

8 And tho Lord said unto me, Amos, 
what seeet thou? And I said. A 
plumb-line. Then said the Lord, Be¬ 
hold, I will set a plumb-line in the 
midst of my people Israel; I will no; 
again pass by them any more ; 

9 And the high places of Isaac shall 
be desolate, and the sanctuaries of" 
Israel shall be laid waste; and I will 
rise against the house of Jeroboam 
with the sword. 

10 Then Amaziah the priest of 
Beth-ol sent to Jeroboam king of 
Israel, saying, Amos hath conspired 
against thee in the midst of the house 
of Israel: the land is not able to 
bear all his words. 

11 For thus Amos saith, Jeroboam 
shall die by the sword, and Israel 
shall surely be led away captive out 
of their own land. 

12 Also Amaziah said unto Amos, 
0 thou seer, go, flee thee away into 
the land of Judah, and there eat 
bread, and prophesy there; 

13 But prophesy not again any 
more at Both-el; for it is the king’s 
chapel, and it is the king’s court. 

14 Then answered Amos, and said 
to Amaziah, l was no prophet, neither 
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was 1 a prophet's eon ; but I was ft 
hordmun, and a gatherer of sycamore 
fruit; 

15 And the Lord took me as I fol¬ 
lowed tho flock, and the Lord stud 
unto mo, Go, prophesy unto my peo¬ 
ple Israel. 

16 Now therofore hear thou the word 
of tho Lord; Thou sayest, Prophesy 
not againBt Israel, and drop not thy 
woid against the house of Isaac. 

17 Therefore thus eailh the Lord; 
Thy wife shall he a harlot in theoity, 
and thy sons and thy daughters shall 
full by Iho sword, and thy land shall 
be divided hy lino; and thou shalt 
die in a polluted land; nod Israel 
shall surely go into captivity forth 
of his land. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

A bask ft of summer fruit — Oppression u 
reproved — A famine <\f the ward . 

IIUS hath iho Lord God showed 
unto mo; and behold a basket 
of summer fruit. 

2 And he said, Amos, what seest 
thou? And I said, A basket of sum¬ 
mer fruit. Then said the Lord unto 
mo, Tho end is come upon my people 
of Israel; I will not again pass by 
them any more. 

3 And tho songB of the temple shall 
be bowlings in that day, saith the 
Lord God; there shall bo many dead 
bodios in every plooe ; they shall oast 
them forth with silenoe. 

4 Hear this, 0 ye that swallow up 
the needy, even lo make the poor of 
tho land to fail, 

6 Saying, When will the now moon 
be gone, that we may sell eorn ? and 
the sabbath, that we may set forth 
wboAt, making tho epbah small, and 
the shekel great, and falsifying tho 
ba’aroep by deceit? 

6 That we may buy the poor for sil¬ 
ver, and the noedy for a pair of shoes; 
yea, and sell tho refuse of the wheat? 

7 The Lord hath sworn by tho ex¬ 
cellency of Ja^nh, Sutely I will never 
forget any of their works. 

8 Shall not the land tremble for 
this, and every one mourn that dwctl- 
eth therein ? and it shall rise up 
wholly as a flood; and it Bhall bo 
oast out and drowned, as hy the flood 
of Egypt. 

9 Aud it shnlt come to puss in that 
day, saith the Lord God, tb:it I wil 


cause the sun to go down at uoon, 
and l will darken the earth in the 

clear day ; 

10 And I will turn your feasts into 
mourning, and all your songs into 
lamentation; and I will bring up 
saokoloth upon all loms, and bald¬ 
ness upon every bead; and I will 
make it as the mourning of an only 
son, and the end thereof as a hitler 
day. 

11 Behold, the days oome, saith the 
Lord God, that I will send a famine 
in the land, not a famine of bread, 
nor a thirst for water, hut of hearing 
the words of the Lord; 

12 And they shall wander from sea 
to sea, and from the north even to 
the east, they shall run to and fro to 
soek the word of the Lord, and shall 
not find it. 

13 In that day shall the fair virgins 
and young men faint for thirst. 

14 They that swear hy the sin of 
Samaria, and say, Thy god, 0 Dan, 
liveth; and, Tho manner of Jtecr- 
sheba liveth; even they shall fall, 
and never rise up again. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The certainly of the. desolation—The restor¬ 
ing of the tabernacle of David. 

SAW the Lord standing upon the 
altar; and he SAid, Smite the lin¬ 
tel of the door, that the posts may 
shako; and cut them in the head, all 
of them; and I will slay the last of 
them with the sword; he that fleetb 
of them shall not flee away, and ho 
that escapeth of them shall not be 
delivered. 

2 Though they dig into hell, tbenoe 
shall mine hand take them; though 
they climb up lo heaven, tbenoe will 
I bring them down ; 

3 And though they hide themselves 
in tho top of Carmel, I will searoh 
and tako them out thenoe; and 
though they be hid from my eight in 
the bottom of tho sea, thence will I 
command tbo serpent, and he shall 
bite thorn ; 

4 And though they go into captivity 
beforo their enemies, thenoe will I 
command the sword, and it shall slay 
them ; and I will set mine eyes upon 
them for ovil, and not for good. 

5 And tho Lord God of hosts is he 
thnt touche Ih the I And, and it shall 
melt, and all that dwell therein shall 
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mourn ; and it shall rise up wholly 
like a Mood; and shall he drowned, 
as hy the flood of Egypt. 

0 It is he that huildclh lus stories 
in Iho heaven, and hath founded his 
troop in the earth; ho that calleth 
for tne waters of the sea, and poureth 
them out upon the face of the earth ; 
The Lord is his name. 

7 Are ye not as ohildren of the 
Ethiopians onto me, 0 children of 
Israel? suith the Lord. Have not 
I brought up Israel out of the land 
of Egypt ? and the Philistines from 
Caphtor, and the Syrians from Kir? 

8 Behold, the eyes of the Lord God 
are upon a sinful kingdom, and I will 
destroy it from off the face of the 
earth ; saving that I will cot utterly 
destroy the house of Jacob, saith the 
Lord. 

9 For, lo, I will oommand, and I 
will sift the house of Israel among 
all nations, like as corn is sifted in a 
sieve, yet shall not the least grain 
fall upon the earth. 

10 All tho sinners of my people 
shall die hy the sword, which say, 


The evil shall not overtake nor pre¬ 
vent us. 

11 In that day will I raise up the 
tabernacle of David that is fallen, 
and close up the hrcachcs thereof; 
and I will raise up his ruins, aDd 1 
will build it as in the days of old; 

12 That they may possess the rem¬ 
nant of Edom, and of all the heathen, 
which are called by my name, saith 
the Lord that doeth this. 

13 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that the ploughman shall over¬ 
take the reaper, and the treadcr of 
grapes him that soweth seed; and 
the mountains shall drop 3weetwine. 
and all the hills shall melt. 

14 And I will bring again the cap 
tivily of my perple of Israel, and 
they shall bnild the waste cities, and 
inhabit them; and they shall plant 
vineyards, and drink the wine there¬ 
of; they shall also make gardens, and 
eat the fruit of them. 

15 And I will plant them upon their 
land, and they 6hall no more he pulled 
up out of their land which I have 
given them, saith the Lord thy God. 
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The destruction of Edom—The salvation of 
Jacob. 

rpHE vision ofObadiah. Thus saith 
A the Lord God concerning Edom: 
We have heard a rumour from the 
Lord, and an ambassador is sent 
among the heathen, Arise ye, and let 
us rise up against her in battle. 

2 Behold, I have made thee small 
among the heathen; thou art greatly 
despised. 

3 The pride of thine heart hath de¬ 
ceived thee, thou that dwellest in the 
olefls of the rook, whose habitation is 
high; that saith in his heart, Who 
shall bring me down to the ground? 

4 Though thou exalt thyself a9 the 
eagle, and thoagh thou set thy nest 
among the stars, thenoe will I bring 
thee down, saith the Lord. 

5 If thieves came to thee, if robbers 
by night, (how art thou out off!) 
would they not have stolen till they 
had enough? if the grape-gatherers 
eame to thee, would they not leave 
some grapes? 


6 How are the things of Esau 
searched out! how are his hidden 
things sought up! 

7 All the men of thy confederacy 
have brought thee even to the bor¬ 
der; the men that were at peace with 
thee have deceived thee, and prevailed 
agaiDSt thcc; they that cat thy hread 
have laid a wound under thee; there 
is none understanding in him. 

8 Shall I not in that day, saith the 
Lord, even destroy the wise men out 
of Edom, and understanding out of 
the mount of Esau? 

9 And thy mighty men, 0 Teman, 
shall be dismayed, to the end that 
every one of the mount of Esau may 
be cut off by slaughter. 

10 For thy violence against thy 
brother Jacob shame shall cover thee, 
And thou shalt be cut off for ever. 

11 In the day that thou stoodest 
on the other side, in the day that the 
strangers carried away captive his 
foroes, and foreigners entered into 
his gates, and cast lots upon Jerusa-

lera, even thou wast as one of them. 

12 liul thou shouldeBt not have 
looked on the day of thy brother in 
(ho day (hat ho became a stranger; 
neither shouldest thou have rejoiced 
over the children of Judah in the dny 
of their destruction; neither should- 
est thou have spoken proudly in tho 
day of distross. 

13 Thou shouldest not have entered 
into the goto of my peoplo in tho day 
of their calamity; yea, thou shouldest.l 
net have looked on their affliction in 
tho day of their calamity, nor have ' 
laid hands on their substance in the 
day of their calamity; 

14 Neither shouldest thou have stood 
in the crosrway, to cut off those of his 
that did escape; neither shouldest 
thou have delivered up those of his 
that did remain in tho day of distress. 

15 For the day of the Lord is near 
upon all the heathen; as thou hast 
done, it shall be done unto thee; thy re- 
wardshall return upon thine own head. 

1(1 For as yo have drunk upon my 
holy mountain, so shall all the hea¬ 
then drink continually; you, they Bhall 
drink, and they shall swallow down, 
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and they shall be as though they had 
nol been. 

17 But upon mount Zion shall be 
deliverance, and there shall be holi¬ 
ness; and Iho house of Jacob shall 
possess their possessions. 

18 And the house of Jacoh shall be 
a fire, and the house of Joseph a 
flame, and the house of Esau for stub¬ 
ble, and they shall kindlo in them, 
and devour them ; and there shall not 
be any remaining of the house of 
Esau; for the Lord hath spoken it. 

19 And they of the south shall pos¬ 
sess the mount of Esau; and they 
of the plain, the Philistines; and they 
shall possess the fields of Ephraim, 
and the fields of Samaria; and Ben¬ 
jamin shall possess Gilead. 

20 And tho captivity of this host 
of the children of Israel shall possess 
that of the Canaanites, even unto Za- 
rephath; and the captivity of Jeru¬ 
salem, which is in Sepharad, shall 
possess the citios of the south. 

21 And saviours shall como up on 
mount Zion to judge tho mount of 
Esau; and the kingdom shall be the 
Lord's. 
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CHAPTER l. 

Jonah sent to Nineveh — He is thrown into 
the sea. 

QW tho word of tho Lord came 
unto Jonah, the son of Amittai, 
saying, 

2 Arise, go to Nineveh, that great 
city, and ory against it; for their 
wiokedness is eome up before me. 

3 But Jonah rose up to flee unto 
Tarshish from the presenco of the 
Lord, and went down to Joppa; and 
he found a ship going to Tarshish; 
so he paid the rare thereof, and wont 
down into it, to go with them unto 
Tarshish from the presonoe of the 
Lord. 

4 But the Lord sent out a great wind 
into the sea, and there was a mighty 
tompost in the soa, so that the ship 
was like to be broken. 

5 Then the mariners were afraid, 
and oriod every man unto his god, 
and oast forth tho wares that were 
"n tho Bhip into the sea, to lighten it 


of them. Bui Jonah was gone down 
into the sides of the ship, and he lay, 
and was fast asleep. 

6 So the shipmaster came to him, 
and said unto him, What meanest 
thou, 0 sleeper? arise, oall upon thy 
God, if so be that God will think upon 
us, that we perish not. 

7 And they said every one to his 
fellow, Come, and let us o&Bt lots, that 
we may know for whose cau9e this 
evil is upon us. So they oast lots, 
and tho lot fell upon Jonah. 

8 Then said they unto him, Tell as, 
we pray thee, for whose cause this evil 
is upon us; What is thine oooup&tion ? 
and whence comest thou 7 what is thy 
country ? and of what people art thoa? 

9 And he said unto them, I am a 
Hebrow; and I fear tho Lord, the God 
of heaven, which hath made the sea 
and the dry land. 

10 Then were the men exceedingly 
afraid, and said unto him, Why hast 
thou done this? For the men knew 
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that he fled from the presence of the 
Lord, because he bad told them. 

11 Then said they unto him, What 
shall we do untu thee, that the sea 
may be calm unto us? for the sea 
wrought, and was tempestuous. 

12 And ho said unto them. Take 
mo up, and cast me forth into the 
sea; so shall the eea be calm unto 
you; for I know that for my sake 
this great tempest is upon you. 

13 Nevertheless the men rowed hard 
to bring it to tbe land; but they 
could not; for the sea wrought, and 
was tempestuous against them. 

14 Wherefore they cried unto the 
Lord, and said, We heseech thee, 0 
Lord, we beseech thee, let us not 
perish for this man's life, and lay Dot 
upon us innocent blood; for thou, 0 
Lord, hast done as it pleased thee. 

15 So they took up Jonah, and cast 
him forth into the sea; and the sea 
aeased from her raging. 

16 Then the men feared the Lord 
exceedingly, and offered a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, and made vows. 

17 Now the Lord had prepared a 
groat fish to swallow up Jonah. And 
Jonah was in the hclly of the fish 
three days and three nights. 

CHAPTER II. 

The prayer oj Jonah—He is delivered from 
the fish. 

HEN Jonah prayed unto the 
Lord bis God out of the fish's 
belly, 

2 And said, I cried by reason of 
mine affliction unto the Lord, and ho 
heard me; out of the belly of hell 
oried I, aod thou heardest my voice. 

3 For thou hadst cast me into the 
deep, in the midst of the seas; and 
the floods compassed me about; all 
thy hillows and thy waves passed 
over me. 

4 Then I said, I am oast out of thy 
sight; yet I will look again toward 
thy holy temple. 

6 The waters compassed me about, 
even to the soul; the depth olosed 
me round about, tbe weeds were 
wrapped about my head. 

6 I went down to the bottoms of 
the mountains; the earth with her 
bars was about me for ever; yet hast 
thou brought up my life from cor¬ 
ruption, 0 Lord my God. 

7 When my soul fainted within mo 


I remembered the Lord; and my 
rayer came in unto thee, into thine 
oly temple. 

8 They that observe lying vanities 
forsake their own mercy. 

9 But I will sacrifice unto thee with 
the voice of thanksgiving; I will pay 
that that I have vowed. Salvation 
is of the Lord. 

10 And the Lord spake unto the 
fish, and it vomited out Jonah upon 
tbe dry land. 

C1IA1*TER III. 

Jonah preacheih to the Ninmlts—Thar re 
pentanes. 

ND the word of the Lord came 
unto Jonah the second time, 
saying, 

2 Arise, go onto Nineveh, that great 
city, and preach unto it the preach¬ 
ing that I bid thee. 

3 So Jonah arose, and went unto 
Nineveh, according to the word of 
the Lord. Now Nineveh was an ex¬ 
ceeding great city of three days’ 
journey. 

4 And Jonah began to enter into the 
city a day’s journey, and he cried, 
and said. Yet forty days, and Nineveh 
shall he overthrown. 

5 So the people of Nineveh believed 
God, and proclaimed a fast, and put 
on sackcloth, from the greatest of 
them even to the least of them. 

6 For word came unto the king of 
Nineveh, and he arose from his 
throne, and he laid his robe from him, 
and covered him with sackcloth, and 
sAtin ashes. 

7 And he caused it to be proclaimed 
and published through Nineveh by 
the decree of the king and his nobles, 
saying, Let neither man Dor beast, 
herd nor flock, taste any thing; let 
them not feed, nor drink water; 

8 But let man and heast be covered 
with sackcloth, and cry mightily unto 
God; yea, let them turn every one 
from his evil way, and from (he 
violence that is in their hands. 

9 Who can tell, if we will repent, 
and turn unto God, but he will turn 
away from us his fierce anger, that 
we perish not? 

10 And God saw their works that 
they turned from their evil way and 
repented : and God turned away the 
evil that he had said he would bring 
upon then'. 
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CHAPTER TV 

Jonah reproved by the type of a gourd, 
UT it displeased Jonah exceed¬ 
ingly, and lie was very angry. 

2 And lie prayed unto ihe Lord, and 
0 aid, I pray thee, 0 Lord, was not 
this my saying, when I was yet in 
my oountry ? Therefore I fled before 
unto Tarshish; for I knew that thou 
art a gracious Qod, and merciful, 
slow to anger, and of groat kindness, 
and repcnlcst thee of the evil, 

3 Therefore now, 0 Lord, take, X 
besecoh Ihee, my life from me ; for 
it is belter for me to die than to 
live. 

4 Then said the Lord, Doeet thou 
well to be angry ? 

5 So Jonah went out of the city, and 
sat on the ca9t side of the city, and 
there made him a booth, and sat 
under it in the shadow, till he might 
see what would beoome of tho city. 

6 And tho Lord God prepared a 
gourd, and made it to come up over 
Jonah, that it might be a shadow 
over bis head, to deliver him from 
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his grief. So Jonah was exceeding 
glad of tho gourd. 

7 But God prepared a worm whon 
the morning rose the next day, and 
it smote the gourd that it withered. 

8 And it came to pass, whon the 
sun did arise, that God prepared a 
vehement cast wind; and the sun 
beat upon tho head of Jonah, that he 
fainted, and wished in himself to die, 
and said, It is hotter for me to die 
than to live. 

9 And God said to Jonah, Doebt 
thou well to be angry for the gourd ? 
And he said, I do well to be angry, 
even unto death. 

10 Then said the Lord, Thou hast 
had pity on the gourd, for the which 
thou hast not laboured, neither modest 
it grow; which came up in a night, 
and perishod in a night; 

11 And should not I spare Nineveh, 
that great city, wherein are more 
than six-score thousand persons that 
cannot discern between their right 
hand and their left hand ; and also 
much cattle ? 
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CHAPTER I. 

The. wrath of God against Jacob for idolatry. 
rnilE word of the Lord that came 
X to Micah the Mornsthite in the 
days of Jothain, Ahaz, and Hezckiah, 
kings of Judah, which he bow con¬ 
cerning Samaria and Jerusalom. 

2 Hear, all ye peoplo; hearken, 0 
earth, and all that therein is ; and lei 
Iho Lord God be witness against you, 
tho Lord from hie holy temple. 

3 For, behold, tho Lord comoth forth 
out of his place, and will come down, 
and tread upon the high ptaoos of 
(be earth. 

4 And the mountains shall bo molten 
ucdor him, and tho valloys shall be 
cleft, as wax before tho fire, 11 nd as 
the waters that are poured down a 
steer place. 

6 For tho transgression of Jacob is 
all this, and for the sins of the house 
of Israel. What is tho tranBgrosBion 
of Jacob? is it not Samaria? and 
what aro the high places of Judah ? 
are they not Jerusalem? 

0 Therefore l will iniiko Samaria as 


a heap of tho field, and as plantings 
of a vineyard ; and I will pour down 
the stones thereof into the valley, and 
X will discover the foundations thereof. 

7 And all the graven images thereof 
shall be beaten to pieces, and all the 
hires thereof shall be burned with 
tho fire, and all tho idols thereof will 
I lay desolnto; for she gathered it of 
tho hire of a harlot, and they shall 
return to tho hire of a harlot. 

8 Therefore I will wail and howl, 1 
will go stripped and naked; I will 
mnko a wailing like the dragons, and 
mourning as the owls, 

9 For her wound is incurable; for 
it is come unto Judah; he is come 
unto the gate of my people, even to 
Jerusalom. 

10 Deolare ye it not at Gath, weep 
ye not at all; in the house of Aphran 
roll thyself in tho dust. 

11 Pass yo away, thou inhabitant 
of Saphir, having thy shamo naked; 
the inhabitant of Zaanan came not 
forth in the mourning of Beth-eie!; 
he shall receive of you his standing. 
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12 For tbe inhabitant of Maroth 
waited carefully for good; but evil 
game down from the Lord unto the 
gate of Jerusalem. 

13 0 thou inhabitant of Laohisb, 
bind the chariot to the swift beast; 
she is the beginning of the sin to the 
daughter of Zion; for the transgres¬ 
sions of Israel were found in thee. 

14 Therefore shalt thou give pres¬ 
ents to Moresheth-galh; the houses 
of Aohzih shall he a lie to the kings 
of Israel. 

15 Yet will I hring an heir unto 
thee, 0 inhabitant of Mareshah ; he 
shall come nnto Adullam the glory 
of Israel. 

16 Make thee bald, and poll thee for 
thy delicate children; enlarge tby 
baldness as the eagle; for they are 
gone into captivity from thee. 

CHAPTER II. 

A reproof of injustice, and idolatry—A pro¬ 
mise of restoring. 

OE to them that devise iniquity, 
and work evil upon their beds! 
when the morning is light, they prac¬ 
tise it, because it is in the power of 
their hand. 

2 And they covet fields, and take 
them by violence; and houses, and 
take them away; so they oppress a 
man and his house, even a man and 
his heritage. 

3 Therefore thus sailh the Lord; 
Behold, against this family do I de¬ 
vise an evil, from which ye shall not 
remove your necks ; neither shall ye 
go haughtily ; for this time is evil. 

4 In that day shall one take up a 
parable against yon, and lament with 
a doleful lamentation, and say, We 
be utterly spoiled; he hath changed 
the portion of my people; bow hath 
he removed it from me! turning away 
he hath divided onr fields. 

5 Therefore thou shalt have none 
that shall cast a cord by lot in the 
congregation of tbe Lord. 

6 Prophesy ye not, say they to them 
that prophesy ; they shall not proph¬ 
esy to them, that they shall not take 
shame. 

7 0 thou that art named The house 
of Jaoob, is tbe Spirit of the Lord 
Btraitened? are these his doings? do 
not my words do good to him that 
walketh uprightly ? 

8 Bven of late my people is risen 


up as an enemy; ye pull off the robe 
with the garment from them that 
pass by securely as men averse from 
war. 

9 The women of my people have ye 
cast out from their pleasant honsei; 
from their children have ye taken 
away my glory for ever. 

10 Arise ye, and depart; for this is 
not your rest; hecausc it is polluted, 
it shall destroy you, even with a sore 
destruction. 

11 If a man walking in the spirit 
and falsehood do lie, saying, I will 
prophesy unto thee of wine and of 
strong drink; he shall even be the 
prophet of this people. 

12 I will surely assemble, 0 Jacob, 
all of thee; I will surely gather the 
remnant of Israel; I will put them 
together as the sheep of Bozrah, as 
the flock in tbe midst of their fold; 
they shall make great noise by rea¬ 
son of tbe multitude of men. 

13 The breaker is come np before 
them ; they have broken up, and have 
passed through the gate, and are 
gone out by it; and tbeir king shal! 
pass before them, and the Lord oa 
the head of them. 

CHAPTER III. 

Cruelly of the princes—Falsehood of the 
prophets. 

ND I said, Hear, I pray you, 0 
heads of Jacob, and ye princes 
of the house of Israel; Is it not for 
you to know judgment? 

2 Who hate tbe good, and love the 
evil: who pluck off tbeir skin from 
off them, and their flesh from off 
their bones; 

3 Who also eat tbe flesh of my peo¬ 
ple, and flay their skin from off them ; 
and they break tbeir bones, and chop 
them in picoes, as for the pot, and m 
flesh within the oaldron. 

4 Th cn shall they cry unto tbe 
Lord, hut he will not hear them; he 
will even hide his face from them 
at that time, as they have behaved 
themselves ill in their doings. 

5 Thus saith the Lord concerning 
the prophets that make my people 
err, that hite with their teeth, and 
ory, Peace; and he that pntteth not 
into their mouths, they even prepare 
war against him; 

6 Therefore night shall be unto 
you, that yo shall not have a vision ; 





CHAPTER IV.—V 


Mid U shall be dark onto you, that 
ye shall not divine; and tbo sun shall 
go down over the prophets, and the 
day shall bo dark over them. 

7 Then shall the seers he ashamed, 
and the diviners confounded; yea, 
they Bhall all cover their lips; for 
there is no answer of God. 

8 But truly I am full of power hy 
I he Spirit of the Lord, and of judg¬ 
ment, and of might, to declare unto 
Jacob his transgression, aDd to Israel 
his sin. 

9 Hcnr this, I pray you, ye beads 
of the house of Jacob, and princes 
of tho houso of Israel, that abhor 
judgment, and pervert all equity. 

10 They build up Zion with blood, 
and Jerusalem with iniquity. 

11 The heads thereof judge for To¬ 
ward, and the priests thereof teach for 
hire, and the prophets thereof divino 
for money; yet will they lean upon 
the Lord, and say, Is not the Lord 
among us ? none ovil can come upon us. 

12 Therefore shall Zion for your 
sake be ploughed as a field, and Jeru¬ 
salem shall become heaps, and the 
mountain of the house as the high 
places of the forest. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The glory, peace., and victory of Israel. 
UT in the last days it Bhall oome 
to pass, that tho mountain of the 
house of the Lord shall be establish¬ 
ed in the top of the mountains, and 
it shall be exalted above tbo bills; 
and people shall flow unto it. 

2 And mauy nations shall come, 
and say, Come, end let us go up to 
the mountain of the Lord, and to 
the houso of the God of Jacob; and 
ho will teach us of hie ways, and we 
will walk in his paths ; for the law 
shall go forth of Zion, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem. 

3 And he shall judge among many 
people, and rebuke strong nations 
afar off; and they shalt beat their 
swords into plough-shares, and their 
spears into pruning-hooks; nation 
snail not lift, up a sword against na¬ 
tion, neither shall they loarn war any 
more. 

4 But they shall sit every man 
under his vine and under bis fig tree; 
and none shall make thorn afraid; 
for the mouth of the Lord of hosts 
hath spoken it. 
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5 For all people will walk every 
one in the name of his god, and we 
will walk in the name of the Lord 
our God for ever and ever. 

6 In that day, saith the Lord, will 
I assemhle her that baltetb, and I 
will gather her that is driven out, 
and her that I have afflicted; 

7 And I will make her that baited 
a remnant, and her that was oast far 
ofT a strong nation ; and the Lord 
shall reign over them in mount Zion 
from henceforth, even for ever. 

8 And thou, 0 tower of tho flock, 
the strong hold of the daughter of 
ZioD, unto thco shall it come, even 
the firet dominion; the kingdom shall 
come to the daughter of Jerusalem. 

9 Now why dost thou cry out aloud; 
is there no king in thee? is thy coun¬ 
sellor perished ? for pangs have taken 
thee as a woman in travail. 

10 Be in pain, and labour to bring 
forLh, 0 daughter of Zion, like a wo¬ 
man in travail; for now shalt thou 
go forth out of the city, and tbou shalt 
dwell in the field, and thou shalt go 
oven to Babylon; there shalt thou he 
delivered; there tho Lord shall redeem 
thco from the hand of thine enemies. 

11 Now also many nations are ga¬ 
thered against thee, that say, Let her 
be defiled, and let our eye look upoD 
Zion. 

12 But they know not the thoughts 
of the Lord, neither understand they 
his counsel; for he shall gather them 
as the sheaves into the floor. 

13 Arise and thresh, 0 daughter of 
Zion ; for I will make thine born iron, 
and I will make thy hoofs brass; and 
thou shalt heat in pieces many people: 
and I wilt oonseorate their gam unto 
tho Lord, and their substanoe unto 
tbo Lord of the whole earth. 

CHAPTER V. 

The birth of Christ — Remnant of Jacob. 
01V gather thyself in troops, 0 
daughter of troops; be hath laid 
siege against us; they shall smite the 
judge of Israel with a rod upon the 
check. 

2 But thou, Bcth-lehem Epbratab, 
though thou be little among tne thou¬ 
sands of Judah, yet out of thee shall 
ho come forth unto me that Is to be 
rulor in Israel; whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from everlast¬ 
ing. 
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3 Therefore will he give them up, 
until the time that she which travail- 
eth hath brought forth; then the rem¬ 
nant of his brethren shall return unto 
the children of Israel. 

4 And he shall stand and feed in 
the strength of the Lord, in the ma¬ 
jesty of the name of the Lord his 
God; and they shall ahidc; for now 
shall he be great unto the ends of the 
earth. 

5 And this man shall be the peace, 
when the Assyrian shall como into 
our land; and when he shall tread 
in our palaoes, then shall we raise 
against him seven shepherds, and 
eight principal men. 

6 And they shall waste the land of 
Assyria with the sword, and the land 
of Nimrod in the entrances thereof; 
thus shall he deliver us from tho As¬ 
syrian, when ho cometh into our land, 
and when he treadeth within our bor¬ 
ders. 

7 And the remnant of Jacob shall be 
in tbe midst of many people as a dew 
from the Lord, as the showers upon 
the grass, that tarrieth not for man, 
nor waitoth for tho sons of men. 

B And the remnant of Jacob shall 
be among the Gentiles in the midst 
of many people, as a lion among the 
beasts of the forest, as a young lion 
among the flocks of sheep; who, if 
ho go through, both treadeth down, 
and tearcth in pieces, and none can 
deliver. 

9 Thine hand shall be lifted up upon 
thine adversaries, and all thino ene¬ 
mies shall be cut olf. 

10 And it shall come to pas9 in that 
day, saith the Lord, that I will cut 
off thy horses out of the midst of thee, 
and I will destroy thy chariots; 

11 And I will cut off the cities of thy 
land, and throw down all thy strong 
holds; 

12 And I will cut off witchcrafts out 
of thine hand; and thou shalt have 
no more soothsayers; 

13 Thy graven images also will I 
out off, and thy standing images out 
of the midst of theo; and thou shalt 
no more worship the work of thine 
hands. 

14 And I will pluok up thy groves 
out of the midst of thee; so will T de¬ 
stroy thy cities. 

13 And I will oxecuto vengeance in 


anger and fury upon the heathen, such 
as (bey have not heard. 

CHAPTER VI. 

G<*Vs controversy far unkindness, injustice, 
and idolatry. 

EAR yc now what the Lord saith; 
Arise, contend thou hefore the 
mountains, and let the hills hear thy 
voice. 

2 Hear ye, 0 mountains, the Lord's 
controversy, and ye strong founda 
tions of the earth ; for the Lord hath 
a controversy with his people, and b p 
will plead with Israel. 

3 0 tuy people, what have I done 
unto thee? and wherein have I wen 
ried thee? .testify against me. 

4 For I brought thee up out of [In¬ 
land of Egypt, and redeemed thci- 
out of the house of servants; and I 
sent hefore thee Moses, Aaron, and 
Miriam. 

5 0 my people, rememher now whr.i 
Balak king of Moab consulted, ami 
what Balaam the son of Bcor answered 
him from Shittim unto Gilgal; that 
yo may know the righteousness of 
the Lord. 

6 Wherewith shall I come hefore lli« 
Lord, and bow inysclf before the high 
God? shall I come hefore him with 
burnt offerings, with calves of a v«‘ai 
old? 

7 Will the Lord bo pleased wi'h 
thousands of rams, or with ten th< ;i 
sands of rivers of oil? shall I giv> 
my first-born for my transgression, 
tho fruit of my hody for the sio M 
my soul ? 

9 He hath showed thee, 0 man, wha- 
is good: and what doth the Lord re 
quiro of Ihcc, but to do justly, and u 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God ? 

9 The Lord’s voice crieth unto (ho 
city, and the man of wisdom shall sc: 
thy name; hoar ye the rod, and whu 
hath appointed it. 

10 Arc there yet thu treasures of 
wickedness in the houso of tho wicked 
and the scant measure that is abomi 
noble ? 

11 Shall I count them pure with the 
wicked balances, and with tho bag of 
deceitful weights? 

12 For tlio rich men thereof are full 
of violence, and the inhabitants thcro- 
of have spoken lies, and their tongue 
is deceitful in their mouth. 




CHAPTER VII. 


13 Therefore also will I make thee 
sick in smiting thco, in making thee 
desolate because of thy sins. 

14 Thou ehalt oat, hut not be satis¬ 
fied ; and thy oaatiog down Bhall be 
in the midst of thee; and tbou shalt 
take hold, but shalt not deliver; and 
that whioh thou delivereBt will I give 
up to tbo sword. 

15 Thou Bhalt sow, but tbou shalt 
not reap; thou shalt tread tho olives, 
but thou shalt not anoint thee with 
oil; and sweet wino, but shalt not 
drink wine. 

16 For tho statutes of Ornri are kept, 
and all the works of the house of 
Ahuh, and yo walk in their couneols; 
that I should make thee a desolation, 
and the inhabitants thereof a hissing; 
therefore ye shalt bear tbe reproach 
of my people. 

CIIAFTKR VII. 

The general corruption — Trust not in man, 
but in God. 

OE is me! for I am as when 
they have gathered tho summer 
fruits, as tho grape gleanings of the 
vintage; there is no cluster to eat; 
my eoul desired the first ripe fruit. 

2 The good man is perished out of 
the earth ; and thcro is none upright 
among mon: they all lie in wait for 
blood; they hunt every man his bro¬ 
ther with a net. 

3 That they may do evil with both 
hands earnestly, tho prince aBketh, 
ftDd tbe judgo aBketh for a reward; 
and tho groat man, ho uttereth his 
misohiovous desire: so they wrap it up. 

4 The best of them is as a brier; the 
moBt upright is sharper than a thorn 
hedgo; the day of thy watchmen and 
thy visitation comoth; now Bhnll bo 
their porploxity. 

5 Trust ye not in a friend, put ye 
not oonfidenco in a guide; keep the 
doors of thy mouth from hor that lietb 
In tby bosom. 

6 For the son dishonoured the fa¬ 
ther, the daughter riseth up against 
hor mother, the daughter-in-law 
against her mother-in-law; a man's 
enemies are the mon of his own house. 

7 Therefore I will look unto the 
Lord; I will wait for the God of my 
salvation ; iny God will hear me. 

8 Rejoioe not against me, 0 mine 
•neray; whon l fall, I shall arise; 
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when 1 sit in darkness, the Lord shall 
he a light unto me. 

9 I will boar the indignation of the 
Lord, because I have sinned against 
him, until he plead my oause, and ex¬ 
ecute judgment for me ; he will bring 
me forth to the light, and I shall he- 
hold his righteousness. 

10 Then she that is mine enemy 
shall see it, and shame Bhall oover 
her whioh said unto me, Where is 
tho Lord thy God ? mine eyes shall 
behold her; now shall she be trodden 
down as the mire of the streets. 

11 In the day that thy walls are to 
be built, in that day shall the deoree 
be far removed. 

12 -In that day also he shall come 
even to thee from Assyria, and from 
the fortified oitics, and from the fort¬ 
ress *von to the river, and from bc& 
to sea, and from mountain to moun¬ 
tain. 

13 Notwithstanding, the land shall 
be desolato because of them that 
dwell therein, for the fruit of their 
doings. 

14 Foed thy people with thy rod, tho 
flock of thine heritage, whioh dwell 
solitarily in the wood, in the midst 
of Carmel; let them feed in Bashan 
and Gilead, as in the days of old. 

15 Aocording to the days of thy 
coming out of the laud of Egypt will 
I show unto him mnrvellous things. 

16 The nations shall see and be 
confounded at all thoir might; they 
shall lay thoir hand upon thoir mouth, 
their cars shall he deaf. 

17 They shall liok tbe dust like a 
serpent, they shall move out of their 
holes like worms of the earth; they 
shall be afraid of the Lord our God, 
and shall fear bocauso of thee. 

18 Who is a God like uuto thee, that 
pardoneth iniquity, and passeth by 
the transgression of the remnant of 
his heritage? he rctaineth not his 
angor for ever, beoause he dolighteth 
in meroy. 

19 He will turn again, he will have 
compassion upon us; he will subdue 
our luiquitios ; and thou wilt oast all 
their sins into the depths of the sea. 

20 Thou wilt perform the truth to 
Jnoob, and the meroy to Ahraham, 
which thou hast sworn unto our fa¬ 
thers from the days of old. 
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CHAPTER I. 

7 Ixemayuiy of God,hit goodna* and teverity. 
IIE burden of Nineveh. The 
hook of the vision of Naham 
the Elkoshite. 

2 God is jealous, and the Lord re- 
vengeth; the Lord revengcth, and is 
furious; the Lord will take vengeance 
on hie adversaries, and he reservetb 
wrath for his enemies. 

3 The Lord is slow to anger, and 
great in power, and will not at all 
acquit the wicked; the Lord hath his 
way in the whirlwind and in the 
storm, and the clonds are the dust of 
his feet. 

4 He rehuketh the seA, and maketb 
it dry, and drieth np ail the rivers ; 
Bashan langnisheth, and Carmel, and 
the flower of Lebanon languisbcth. 

5 The mountains quake at him, and 
the hills melt, and the earth is hurned 
at his presence, yea, the world, aDd 
all that dwell therein. 

6 Who can stand before his indig¬ 
nation ? and who can ahide in the 
fierceness of his anger? his fury is 
poured out like fire, and the rocks 
are thrown down hy him. 

7 The Lord is good, a strong hold 
in the day of trouble ; and he hnow- 
elh them that trust in him. 

8 But with an overrunning flood be 
will make an utter end of the place 
thereof, and darkness shall pursue 
his enemies. 

9 What do you imagine against the 
Lord 7 he will make an ntter end; 
affliction shall not rise up the seoond 
time. 

10 For while thr.y be folded together 
as thorns, and while they are drunken 
as drunkards, they shall be devoured 
as stubble fully dry. 

11 There is one come out of thee, 
that imagineth evil against the Lord, 
a wicked oonnsellor. 

12 Thus eaith the Lord; Though 
they be quiet, and likewise many, yet 
thns shall they be cot down, when 
be shall pass through. Though 1 
have afflioted thee, I will afflict theo 
no more. 

13 For now will I break bis yoke 
from off thee, and will burst thy 
bonds in sunder. 


14 And the Lord hath given a com¬ 
mandment concerning thee, that no 
more of thy name be sown ; out of 
the house of thy gods will I cut off 
the graven image and the molten 
image; I will make thy grave; foi 
thou art vile. 

15 Behold upon the mountains the 
feet of him that bringeth good tid¬ 
ings, that publieheth peace; 0 Ju¬ 
dah, keep thy solemn feasts, perform 
thy vows; for the wicked snail 
more pass through tbco ; he is utterly 
cut off. 

CHAPTER II. 

The ridem'rrur ormiti against Xina*h. 

E that du-heth in pieces is come 
uj) before thy face; keep the mu¬ 
nition, watch the way, make thy loins 
strong, fortify thy power mightily. 

2 For the Lord hath turned away 
the excellency of Jacoh, as the ex¬ 
cellency of Israel; for the emptier*- 
hare emptied them out, and marred 
their vine hranches. 

3 The shield of hie mighty men i« 
made red, the valiant men arc in 
scarlet; the chariots shall he with 
flaming torches in the day of bis 
preparation, and the fir trees shall 
be terrihly shaken. 

4 The chariots shall rage in (he 
streets, they shall jostle one against 
another in the hroad ways; they 
shall seem like torches, they shall 
rnn like the lightnings. 

5 He shall recount his worthies 
they shall stumble in their walk ; they 
shall make haste to the wall thereof, 
and the defence shall be prepared. 

6 The gates of the rivers shall be 
opened, and the palace shall be dis¬ 
solved. 

7 And Huzzah shall be led away 
captive, she shall be hrought np, and 
her maids shall lead her as with the 
voice of doves, tabering npon their 
hreasts. 

6 But Nineveh is of old like a p >o. 
of water; yet they shall flee away. 
Stand, stand, shall they cry; but 
none shall look back. 

9 Take ye the spoil of silver, take 
the spoil of gold ; for there is none 
end of the store and glory out of all 
the pleasant furniture. 





CHAPTER III. 


10 8ho ib empty, and void, and 
wasto; aud the heart meltolh, and 
the kneos smile together, and much 
pain is in ull loins, und the faces of 
them all gather blackness. 

11 Where iB the dwelling of the 
Hodb, and the foeding-place of the 
youDg lions, where the lion, cveu the 
old lion, walked, and tho lion's wholp, 
and nono mode them afraid ? 

12 Tho lion did tear in pieces 
enough for hia whelps, and strangled 
for his lionesses, and filled his holes 
with prey, nnd his dons with ravin. 

13 Behold, I am against thee, saith 
the Lord of boats, and I will burn her 
ohariola in the smoko, and tho sword 
shall devour thy young lions; and I 
will cut off thy prey from the earth, 
and tho voice of thy messengers shall 
no more be hoard. 

CHAPTER HI. 

The miserable rum of Nineveh. 

OK to the bloody oity ! it is all 
full of lies and robbery ; the 
prey dcparlcth not; 

2 Tho noise of a whip, and the noiso 
of the rattling of Iho wheels, and of 
the pranoing horses, and of the jump¬ 
ing chariots. 

3 The borsomnn lifteth up both tho 
bright sword and tho glittering spoar; 
and there is a multitude of slain, and 
a great number of oarcassos ; and 
thore is uone end of their corpses;

4 Because of the multituuo of the 
whorodoms of thowoll-favoured harlot, 
tho mistress of witoherafts, that selleth 
nations through her whoredoms, and 
families through her witoherafts. 

5 Behold, I am against thee, saith 
the Lord of hosts; and I will dis- 
oovor thy skirls upon thy faoe, and I 
will show the nations thy nakednosa, 
and the kingdoms thy shame. 

0 And I will oast abominable filth 
upon thee, and make theo vilo, aud 
will set theo as a gazing-stook. 

7 And it shall come to pass, that all 
they that look upon Lhue shall fice 
from thee, and say, Nineveh is laid 
waste , who will bemoan hor? whonoe 
shall I seek comforters for theo ? 

8 Art thou better than populous No, 
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that was situato among the rivers, 
that had the waters round about it, 
whose rampart was the sea, and her 
wall was from the sea? 

9 Ethiopia and Egypt were hor 
strength, and it was infinite ; Put and 
Lubim were thy helpers. 

10 Yet was she carried away, she 
went into captivity ; her young chil¬ 
dren also were dashed in pieces at 
tho top of all the streets; and they 
cast lots for her honourable men, 
and all her great men were bound in 
chains. 

11 Thou also shall be drunken; 
thou shall be hid, thou also Bhalt 
seek strength because of the enemy. 

12 All thy strong holds shall belike 
fig trees with tho first ripo figs ; if 
they he shaken, they shall even fall 
into the mouth of the eater. 

13 Behold, thy people in the midst 
of thee are women ; tho gates of thy 
land shall be set wide open unto thine 
enemies; the lire shall devour thy bars. 

14 Draw thee waters for tho siege, 
fortify Lhy strong holds; go intoolay, 
and tread tho mortar, mako strong 
the brickkiln. 

15 Thero shall the fire devour thee; 
the sword shall cut thee off, it shall 
eat thee up like the oaukorworm; 
make thyself many as the canker- 
worm, make thyself many as the 
locusts. 

16 Thou haBt multiplied thy mer¬ 
chants above the stars of heavens; 
the c&ukerworm spoileth, and fleeth 
away. 

17 Thy crowned are as the loouata, 
and thy captains as the great grass¬ 
hoppers, which camp in the hedges 
in the cold day, but when the sun 
ariseth they (lee away, and their 
place is not known where thoy are. 

18 Thy shephords slumber, 0 king 
of Assyria; thy nobles shall dwell in 
the dust; thy people is scattered 
upon the mountains, and no man 
gathercth them, 

19 Thore is no healing of thy bruiso; 
thy wound is griovous ; all that hear 
the bruit of thee shall olap the hands 
over theo; for upon whom hath not 
thy wickedness passed oontiuualiy? 
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CHAPTER I. 

BaJbakkuk it thawed the fearful vengeance 
by the Chaldean*. 

HE burden which Ilabakkuk the 
prophet did ece. 

2 0 Lord, how long shall I cry, and 
thou wilt not hear ! even cry out unto 
thee of violence,and thou wilt notsave! 

3 Why dost thou ehow me iniquity, 
and cause me to behold grievance ? 
for spoiling and violence are before 
me; and there are that raise up strife 
and contention. 

4 Therefore the Iaw is slacked, and 
judgment doth never go forth; for 
the wicked doth compAss about the 
righteous ; therefore wrong judgment 
proceedeth. 

5 Behold ye among the heathen, 
and regard, and wonder marvellously; 
for I will work a work in your days, 
which ye will not believe, though it 
be told you. 

6 For, lo, I raise np the Chaldeans, 
that bitter and hasty nation, which 
shall march through the breadth of 
the land, to possess the dwelling- 
places that arc not theirs. 

7 They are terrible and dreadful; 
their judgment and their dignity shall 
proceed of themselves. 

8 Their horses also are swifter than 
the leopards, and are more fierce 
than the evening wolves; and their 
horsemen shall spread themselves, 
and their horsemen Bhall come from 
far; they shall fly as the eagle that 
basteth to eat. 

9 They Bhall come all for violence; 
their faces shall sup up as tbe east 
wind, and they shall gather the cap¬ 
tivity as the sand. 

10 And they shall scoff at the kings, 
and the princes shall be a scorn unto 
them ; they shall deride every strong 
hold; for they shall heap dust, and 
take it. 

11 Then shall his mind change, and 
he shall pass over, and offend, impu¬ 
ting this his power unto his god. 

12 Art thou not from everlasting, 0 
Lord my God, mine Iloly One? We 
shall not die. 0 Lord, thou hast 
ordained them for judgmont; and, 0 
mighty God, thou hnst established 
them for onrrorfinn. 


13 Thou art of purer eyes than to 
behold evil, and const not look on 
iniquity ; wherefore lookeat tbou npon 
them that deal treacherously, and 
holdest thy tongue when the wicked 
devoureth the man that is more right¬ 
eous than he ? 

14 And makest men as the fishes of 
the sea, as the creeping things, thal 
have no ruler over them ? 

15 They take np all of them with 
the angle, (hey catch them in their 
net, and gather them in tbeir drag; 
therefore they rejoice and are glad. 

16 Therefore they sacrifice nnt-» 
their net, and burn incense unto their 
drag; becaase by them their porliou 
is fat, and their meat plenteous. 

17 Shall they therefore empty their 
net, and not spare continually to slav 
the nations ? 

CHAPTER II. 

The judgment far urualiablenest, antlou* 
nee jr, cruelty, drunkenne*s, and idoLalry. 
WILL stand upon my watch, and 
set me upon the tower, and will 
watch to sec wbat he will say unto 
me, and what I shall answer when I 
am reproved. 

2 And the Lord answered me, and 
said. Write the vision, and make i» 
plain upon tables, that he may run 
that readeth it. 

3 For the vision is yet for an 
appointed time, but at the end it 
shall speak, and not lie; though i! 
tarry, wait for it; hecause it will 
snrely come, it will not tarry. 

4 Behold, his soul, which is lifted 
up is not upright in him; but the just 
shall live by his faith. 

5 Tea also, because he transgresseth 
by wine he is a proud man, neither 
keepeth at home, who enlargeth hia 
desire as hell, and is as death, and 
cannot be satisfied, butgatherelh an*' 
him all nations, and heapeth unto hid 
all people; 

6 Shall not all these take up a para 
ble against him, and a taunting pro¬ 
verb against him, and say, Woe to 
him that incrcaseth that which is not 
his! how long ? and to him that ladeth 
himself with thick clay! 

7 Shall they not rise up suddenly 
that shall bite thee, and awake that 
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CHAPTER HI. 


•ha.ll vox thee, and thou 8bo.lt be for 
booties unto them ? 

8 Because tboa hast spoiled many 
nations, all the remnant of the peo- 
le shall spoil thee; because of men's 
loud, anil for Lho violenoe of the land, 
of lho city, and of all that dwell 
therein. 

0 Woe to him that coveteth an evil 
covetousness to his bouse, that he 
may sot his nosl on high, that he may 
he delivered from the power of evil! 

10 Thou hast consulted shame to 
thy house by cutting off many people, 
and hast sinned against thy soul. 

11 For the stone shall cry out of the 
wall, and the beam out of the timber 
shall answer it. 

12 Woo to him that bulldelb a town 
with blood, and establishcth a city 
by iniquity. 

13 Behold, is it not of the Lord of 
hosts that the people shall labour 
in tho very fire, and the people shall 
woary themselves for very vanity? 

14 For the earth shall be filled with 
the knowledge of the glory of tho 
Lord, as the waters oover the sea. 

15 Woo unto him that giveth his 
neighbour drink, that puttest thy bot¬ 
tle to him, and makest him drunken 
also, that thou mayest look on their 
nakuilncBs! 

16 Thou art filled with shame for 
glory; drink thou also, and let thy 
foreskin be uncovered; tho cup of tho 
Lord’s right hand shall be turned 
unto thee ,and shameful spewing shall 
be on thy glory. 

17 For tho violence of Lebanon shall 
cover thee, and the spoil of beasts, 
wbioh made them afraid, because of 
men’s blood, ood for the violence of the 
land, of tho oity, and of all that dwell 
therein. 

18 What profiteth tho graven image 
that tho makor thereof hath graven 
It; the molton image, and a teacher 
of lies, that the maker of his work 
trustelh therein, to make dumb idols? 

10 Woe unto him that saith to tho 
wood, Awake; to tho duiuh stone, 
Arise, it shall teach! Behold, it is 
laid over with gold and silver, and 
there is no breath at all in the midst 
of it. 

20 But the Lord is In his holy 
tomple; let all the earth keep silence 
before him.

2 0 Lord, I have beard thy speeoh, 
and was afraid; 0 Lord, revive thy 
work in the midst of the years, in 
the midst of the years make known;

hills did bow; his ways are everlast- 
ing. 

7 I saw tho tents of Cushan in 
affliction; and the curtains of the 
land of Midian did tremble. 

8 Was tho Lord displeased against 
the rivore? was thine anger against 
the rivers? was thy wrath against the 
sea, that thou didst ride upon thine 
horses and thy chariots of salvation? 

0 Thy bow was made quite naked, 
according to the oaths of tho tribes, 
even tby word. Selah. Thou didst 
clcavo the earth with rivers. 

10 The mountains saw thee, and 
they trembled ; the overflowing of the 
water passed by; the deep uttered his 
voice, and lifted up his bands on high.

13 Thou wentest forth for the salva¬ 
tion of thy pcoplo, oven for salvation 
with thinu anointed; thou woundedst 
tho head out of the house of the 
wicked, by discovering the founda¬ 
tion unto tho nook. Selah. 

14 Thou didst strike through with 
his Btavcs tho head of his villages; 
they came out as a whirlwind ts 
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acatler me; their rejoicing was as to 
devour the poor secretly. 

15 Thou didst walk through the sea 
with thine horses, through the heap 
oP great waters. 

16 When I heard, my helly trem¬ 
bled; my lips quivered at the voice; 
rottenness entered into my bones, 
and I trembled in myself, that I 
might rest in the day of trouble; 
when he eometh op unto the people, 
he will invade them with his troops. 

17 Although the fig tree shall not 


blossom, neither shall fruit bo in Lh? 
vinos; the labour of the olive shall 
fail, and tho fields shall yield no 
meat; the flock shall be cut off from 
the fold, and there shall be no herd 
in the stalls; 

18 Yet I will rejoice in the Lord, I 
will joy in the God of my salvation. 

19 The Lord God is my strength, 
and he will make my feet like hinds' 
feet, and he will make me to walk 
upon mine high places. To the chief 
singer on my stringed instruments.

llE word of tho Lord which camo 
unto Zepbaniah the son of Cushi, 
the son of Gedaliah, the son of Ama- 
riah, the son of Hizkiah, in the days 
of Josiah the son of Amon, king of 
Judah.

4 I will also stretch out mine hand 
upon Jndah, and upon all the inhabit¬ 
ants of Jerusalem; and I will out off 
the remnant of Baal from this place, 
and the name of the Chemarim with 
the priests; 

5 And them that worship tho host of 
heaven upon the housetops; and them 
that worship and that swear by the 
Lord, and toat swear by Maloham ; 

6 And them that are turned back 
from the Lord; and those that have 
not sought the Lord, nor inquirod for 
him. 

7 Hold thy peace at the presence of 
the Lord God; for the day of the 
Lord is at hand; for the Lord hath 
prepared a sacrifice, he hath bid his 
guests. 

B And it shall come to pass in tho 
day of the Lord's sacrifice, that I 
wilt punish the princes, and the 
king's ohildren, and all such as are 
slothed with strange apparel. 

9 In the same day also will I 


punish all those that leap on tho 
threshold, which fill their master;’

10 And it shall come to pass in thnt 
day, saith the Lord, that there shail 
be the noise of a cry from the 
gate, and a howling from the second, 
and a great crashing from the hill;). 

11 Howl, ye inhabitants of Maktesh, 
for all the merchant people are c>i' 
down ; all they that bear silver aru 
cut off. 

12 And it shall come to pass nf 
that time, that I will search Jcru 
salem with candles, and punish tli 
men that are settled on their leer 
that say in their heart. The Loul 
will not do good, neither will he d' 
evil. 

13 Therefore, their goods shall bo 
come a booty, and their bouses * 
desolation; they shall also build 
houses, but not inhabit them; and 
they shall plant vineyards, but nui 
drink tho wine thereof. 

14 The great day of the Lord is 
near, it is near, and hastetb greatly, 
even the voice of the day of the 
Lord; the mighty man shall cry 
there bittorly. 

15 That day is a day of wrath, * 
day of trouble and distress, a day 
of wasteness and desolation, a day of 
darkness and gloominess, a day (A 
olouds and thick darkness. 

16 A day of the trumpet and alarm 
against the fenced cities, and against 
the high towers. 

17 And I will bring distress upon 
men, that they shall walk like blind 
men, because they have sinned against

the Lord; and their blood shall be 
poured out as dust, and their flesh 
as the duDg. 

18 Noilher their silver nor their 
gold ehnll be able to dclivor them in 
the duy of the Lord’s wrath ; but the 
whole land shall be devoured by the 
fire of his jealousy; for he shall make 
even a speedy riddance of all them 
that dwoll iu the laud.

Assyria . 

ATUER yourselves together, yea, 
gather together, 0 nation not 

desired ; 

2 Bcforo thf deoree bring forth, be¬ 
fore tho day pass as the ohalT, before 
the fierce anger of the Lord come 
upon you, before the day of tbo Lord’s 
angor come upon you. 

3 Seek yo the Lord, all ye moek 
of the earth, which have wrought his 
judgment; seek righteousness, sock 
meekness; it may be ye shall be hid 
in tho day of the Lord’s anger. 

4 For Gaza shall be forsaken, And 
Ashkelon a desolation ; they shall 
drive out Ashdod at the noonday, 
and Ekrou shall bo rooted up. 

5 Woe unto the inhabitants of tho 
sea ooast, the nation of the Choroth- 
iles! tho word of the Lord is against 
you; 0 Canaan, tbo land of the Phi¬ 
listines, I will even destroy thee, that 
there shall bo no inhabitant. 

6 And the sea coast shall bo dwell¬ 
ings and cottages for sbephords, and 
folds for flocks. 

7 And the ooast shall be for the 
remnant of the house of Judah; they 
shall feed thereupon ; in the houses 
of Ashkolon shall they lie down in 
the evening ; for the Lord their God 
shall visit them, and turn away their 
captivity. 

8 I havo hoard the reproaoh of 
Moab, and the revilings of tho chil- 
dron of Amnion, whereby thoy have 
reproached my people, and magnified 
themselves against their border. 

9 Therefore, as I live, saith tho 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
Burely Moab shall be as Sodom, and 
the children of Ammon as Gomor¬ 
rah, even the brooding of nettles, and 
saltpits, and a perpotual desolation ; 
the residue of my pooplo shall spoil 
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them, and the remnant of my people 
shall possess them. 

10 This shall they havo for their 
pride, becauso they have reproached 
and magnified themselveB against the 
people of tho Lord of hosts. 

11 The Lord will be terrible nnto 
thorn; for ho will famish all the gods 
of the earth; and men shall worship 
him, every one from his plaoo, even 
all the isles of the heathen. 

12 Ye Ethiopians also, ye shall be 
slain by my sword. 

13 And he will stretch out his hand 
against tho north, and destroy As¬ 
syria; and will make Nineveh a 
desolation, and dry like a wilder¬ 
ness. 

14 And Hooks shall lie down in the 
midst of her, all the beasts of the 
nations; both the cormorant and 
the bittern shall lodge in tho upper 
lintels of it; their voice shall sing in 
the windows; desolation shall be in 
the thresholds; for he shall uncover 
the cedar work. 

15 This is the rejoicing oity that 
dwelt carelessly, that said in her 
heart, I am, and there iB none besides 
mo; how is she become a desolation, 
a place for beasts to He down in ! 
every one that passeth by her shall 
hiss, ami wag his hand.

OE to her that is filthy and pol¬ 
luted, to the oppressing city I 

2 She obeyed not the voioe; she 
received not correction; she trusted 
not in the Lord; she drew not near 
to her God. 

3 Her princes within hor are roar¬ 
ing lions; her judges are evening 
wolves ; they gnaw not the bones till 
tho morrow. 

4 Her prophets are light and treach¬ 
erous persons ; her priests have pol¬ 
luted the sanctuary, they have done 
violenao to the law. 

5 Tho just Lord is iu the midst 
thoreof; he will not do iniquity; 
ovory morning doth he bring his 
judgmont to light, ho faileth not; 
but the unjust knowoth no shame. 

6 I have out off tbo nations; their 
towors are desolate; I made their 
streets waste, that none passeth by; 
their oitios aro destroyed, so that 
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there ia do man, that there is dodo 
inhabitant. 

7 I said, Surely thou wilt fear we, 
thou wilt receive instruction; so their 
dwelling should not be cut off, how¬ 
soever I punished them; but they rose 
early, and eorrupted all their doings. 

8 Therefore wait ye upon me, saith 
the Lord, until the day that I rise up 
to the proy; for my determination 
is to gather the nations, that I may 
assemble the kingdoms, to pour upon 
them mine indignation, even all my 
fierce anger; for all the earth shall be 
devoured with the fire of my jealousy. 

9 For then will I turn to the people 
a pure language, that they may all 
call upon the name of the Lord, to 
serve him with one consent. 

10 From beyond the rivers of Ethio¬ 
pia my suppliants, even the daugh¬ 
ter of my dispersed, shall bring mine 
offering. 

11 In that day shAlt thou not bo 
ashamed for all thy doiDgs, wherein 
thou hast transgressed against me; 
for then I will take away out of the 
midst of thee them that rejoice in 
thy pride, and thou shalt no more be 
haughty because of my holy moun¬ 
tain. 

12 I will also leave in the midst of 
thee an afflioted and poor people, 
and they shall trust in the name of 
the Lord. 

13 The remnant of Israel shall not 
do iniquity, nor speak lies; noilber 


Bhall a deceitful tongue oo found in 
their mouth ; for they shall feed aod 
lie down, and nono shall mako them 
afraid. 

14 Sing, 0 daughter of Zion ; shout, 
0 Israel; be glad and rejoice with 
all the heart, 0 daughter of Jeru¬ 
salem. 

15 The Lord hath takcD away thy 
judgments, be hath cast out thine 
enemy; the King of Israel, eicn the 
Lord, is in the midst of thee; thou 
shalt not see evil any more. 

16 In that day it shall be said to 
Jerusalem, Fear thou not; and to 
Zion, Let not thine hands be slack. 

17 The Lord thy God in tho midst 
of thee is mighty; he will save, be 
will rejoice over thee with joy ; he 
will rest in his love, ho will joy over 
thee with singing. 

18 I will gather them that are sor¬ 
rowful for the solemn assembly, who 
are of thee, to whom the reproach of 
it was a burden. 

19 Behold, at that time I will undo 
all thAt afflict thee; and I will save 
her that halteth, anil gather her that 
was driven out; and I will get them 
praise and fame in every land where 
they have been put to shame. 

20 At that time will I bring you 
again, even in the time that I gather 
you ; for I will make you a name and 
a praise among all people of the 
earth, when I turn baok your cap¬ 
tivity before your eyes, saith the Lord. 
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CHAPTER I. 

Haggai incilrth the people to the building of 
the haute. 

N tbe eccond year of Darius the 
king, in the Bixth month, in the 
first day of tbe month, came the word 
of the Lord hy Haggai the prophet unto 
Zerubbahel the son of Shoaltiel, gov¬ 
ernor of Judah, and to Joshua the son 
of Josedech, tbe high priest, saying, 

2 Thus speaketb tbe Lord of hosts, 
saying, This people say, The time is 
not oome, the time that the Lord's 
house should he built. 

3 Then came tbe word of the Lord 
by Haggai tbe prophet, saying, 

4 Ia it time for you, 0 ye, to dwell 
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in your ceiled bouses, and this house 
lie waste ? 

5 Now therefore thus saith the Lord 
of hosts ; Consider your ways. 

6 Yc have sown much, and bring in 
little ; ye eat, but ye have not enough; 
ye drink, hut ye arc not filled with 
drink ; yo clothe you, but there ia 
none warm; and he that earnelh 
wages, earneth wages to put it into a 

1 bag with boles. 

I 7 Thu9 saith tho Lord of hosts; Con¬ 
sider your ways. 

8 Go up to the mountain, and bring 
wood, and build tho house; and I 
will tako pleasure in it, and I will be 
glorified, saith the Lord. 
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0 Ye looked for muoh, and, lo, it 
earne to little; and when ye brought 
it home, I did blow upon it. Why ? 
euith the Lord of hosts. Because of 
mine houso that is wasto, and ye run 
every man unto his own house. 

10 Therefore the heaven ovoryouis 
stayed from dew, and the earth is 
stayed from her fruit. 

11 And I called for a drought upon 
the InDd, and upon the mountains, 
And upon the oorn, and upon the new 
wino, And upon the oil, and upon that 
which the ground bringetb forth, and 
upon men, and upon cattle, and upon 
all the labour of the hands. 

12 Then Zerubbabel the son of 
Shcaltiel, and Joshua the son of 
Josedcoh, the high priest, with all the 
remnant of the people, obeyed the 
voice of the Lord their God, and the 
words of llaggai the prophet, a9 the 
Lord their God had sent him, and 
the people did fear before the Lord. 

13 Then spake llaggai the Lord’s 
messenger in the Lord’s message unto 
tlio people, saying, I am with you, 
saith the Lord. 

U And the Lord stirred up the 
spirit of Zerubbahel the son of She- 
altiel, governor of Judah, and the 
spirit of Joshua the son of Josedcch, 
the high priest, and the spirit of all 
the remnant of the people ; and they 
came and did work in the houso of 
the Lord of hosts, their God, 

16 In the four and twentieth day of 
the sixth month, in the seoond year 
uf Darius the king.

N the seventh month, in the one 
and twentieth day of the month, 
came the word of the Lord by the

2 Speak now to Zerubbabel the son 
of Shcaltiel, governor of Judah, and 
to Jcshua the son of Joeedeeh, the 
high priost, and to the residue of the 
people, saying, 

3 Who is left among you that saw 
this house in her flrstglory ? and how 
do ye see it now ? is it not in your 
eyes in comparison of it as nothing ? 

4 Yet now bo strong, 0 Zerubbabel, 
Htilh tho Lord; and be strong, 0 
Joshua, son of Josedecb, the high 


priest; and be strong, all ye people 
of the laud, saith the Lord, and 
work; for I am with you, saith the 
Lord of hosts; 

5 According to the word that I cov¬ 
enanted with you when ye came out 
of Egypt, so my Spirit romaineth 
among you; fear ye not. 

6 For thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Yet once, it is a little while, and I 
will shako the heavens, and the earLh, 
and the sea, and the dry land; 

7 Aud I will shake all nations, and 
the Desire of all nations shall come; 
and I will fill this house with glory, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

8 The silver is mine, and the gold is 
mine, saith the Lord of hosts. 

9 The glory of this latter house shall 
bo greater than of the former, saith the 
Lord of hosts; and in this place will 
I give peace, saith the Lord of hosts. 

10 In the four and twentieth day of 
the ninth month, in the second year 
of Darius, came the word of the Lord 
by Haggai the prophet, saying, 

11 Thus saith tho Lord of hosts; 
Ask now the priests concerning the 
law, saying, 

12 If one bear holy flesh in tho skirt 
of his garment, and with his skirt do 
touch bread, or pottage, or wine, or 
oil, or any meat, snail it be holy ? And 
the priests answered and said, No. 

13 Then said llaggai, If one that is 
unoloan by a dead body touch aDy of 
those, shall it be unclean ? And the 
priests answered and said, It shall be 
unolean. 

14 Then answered Haggai, and said, 
So is this people, and so is this nation 
before me, saith the Lord; and so is 
every work of their hands; and that 
which they offer there is unclean. 

16 And now, I pray you, consider 
from this day ana upward, from be¬ 
fore a stone was laid upon a stone in 
the temple of the Lord; 

10 Since those days were, when one 
oame to a heap of twenty measures, 
tbero were but ten; when oue oame 
to the pressfat for to draw out fifty 
vessels out of the press, there wore 
but twenty. 

17 I smote you with blasting and 
with mildew and with hail in all the 
labours of your hands; yet ye turned 
uot to me, saith the Lord. 

18 Consider now from this day and 
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upward, from the four nod twentieth 
day of the ninth month, even from 
the day that the foundation of the 
Lord’s temple was laid, consider it. 

19 Is the seed yet in the barn ? yea, 
as yet the vine, and the fig tree, and 
the pomegranate, and the olive tree, 
hath not brought forth ; from this day 
will I bless you. 

20 And again the word of the Lord 
came unto Haggai in the four and 
twentieth day of the month, saying, 

21 Speak to Zorubbabel, governor 
)f Juaah, saying, I will shake the 
heavens and the earth; 


22 And I will ovcrlh row the throne 
of kingdoms, and I will destroy the 
strength of the kingdoms of the hea¬ 
then ; and I will overthrow the cha¬ 
riots, and those that ride in them ; and 
the horses and their riders shall come 
down, evory one by the sword of his 
brother. 

23 In that day, saith the Lord il 
hosts, will I take thee, 0 Zerubbabel, 
my servant, tho eon of Shealtiel, saitb 
the Lord, and will make thee a? u 
signet; for I have chosen thee, saitb 
the Lord of hosts.

N the eighth month, in the second 
year of DuriuB, came the word of 
the Lord unto Zechariah, the son of

3 Therefore say thou unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts; Turn 
ye unto me, saith the Lord of hosts, 
and I will turn unto you, saith the 
Lord of hostB. 

4 Be ye not as your fathers, unto 
whom the former prophets have cried, 
Baying, Thus saith the Lord of hosts ; 
Tarn ye now from your evil wayB, 
and from yonr evil doings; but they 
did not bear, nor hearken unto me, 
saith the Lord. 

6 Tour fatherB, whero are they? and 
the prophets, do they live for ever? 

6 But my words and my statutes, 
whioh I oommanded my servants the 
prophets, did they not take hold of 
your fathers ? and they retnrnod and 
said, Like as the Lord of hosts thought 
to do unto ns, according to our ways, 
and according to our doings, so hath 
he dealt with us. 

7 Upon the four and twentieth day 
of the eleventh month, whioh is the 
month Sebat, in the second year of 
Darius, oamo the word of the Lord 
unto Zechariah, the son of Bereohiah, 
the son of Iddo the prophet, saying, 


S I saw by night, and behold a man 
riding upon a red horse, and he stood 
among the myrtle trees that were in 
the bottom; and behind him were 
there red horses, speckled, and white. 

9 Then said I, 0 my lord, what are 
tbeso ? And the angel that tnlked 
with me said unto me, I will show 
thee what these be. 

10 And the man that stood among 
the myrtle trees answered and said. 
These are they whom the Lord hath 
sent to walk to and fro through the 
earth. 

11 And they answered the angel of 
the Lord that stood among the myrtle 
trees, and said, Wo have walked to aud 
fro through the earth, and, behold, all 
the earth sitteth still, and is at rest. 

12 Then the angel of the Lord an¬ 
swered and said, 0 Lord of hosts, how 
long wilt thou not have mercy on Je¬ 
rusalem and on the cities of Judah, 
against whioh thou hast bad indigna¬ 
tion these three-soore and ten years 7 

13 And tho Lord answered the angel 
that talked with me with good words 
and oom for table words. 

14 So the angel that communed with 
me said unto me, Cry thou, s&yiug, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts; I am 
jealous for Jorusalem and for Zion 
with a groat jealousy. 

16 And I am very soro displeased 
with the heathen that are at ease; for 
I was but a little displeased, and they 
hclpod forward the affliction. 

1ft Therefore thus saith the Lord; 1 
am returned toJcrusalomwith mercies; 
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»uy house shall be built in it, saith the 
Lord of hoBts, and a line eliall be 
stretched forth upon Jerusalem. 

17 Cry yet, Baying, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts; My cities through 
prosperity shall yet be Hprcad abroad ; 
and the Lord shall yet oomfort Zion, 
and shall yet ohoose Jerusalem. 

18 Then lifted I up mine eyes, and 
saw, and behold four horns. 

19 And I said unto tho angel that 
bilked with me, What be these ? And 
he answered me, These are the horns 
which have scattered Judah, Israel, 
and Jerusalem. 

20 And the Lord showed me four 
carpenters. 

21 Then said I, What come thoso 
to do ? And he spake, saying, These 
are the horns which have scattered 
Judah, so that no man did lift up his 
head; but these are come to fray 
them, to cast out the horns of the 
Gentiles, which lifted up their horn 
over the land of Judah to scatter it.

7 Deliver thyself, 0 Zion, that dwell- 
eet with the daughter of Babylon. 

8 For thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
AfLor the glory hath he Bent me unto 
the nations whioh spoiled you ; for he 
that toucheth you, touoheth the apple 
of hia eye. 

9 For, behold. I will shake mine hand 


upon thorn, and they shall be a spoil 
to their servants; and ye shall know 
that l he Lord of hosts hath sent me. 

1U Sing and rejoice, 0 daughter of 
Zion; fur, lo, I oome, and I will dwell 
in the midst of thee, saith the Lord. 

11 And many nations shall be joined 
to the Lord in that day, and shall be 
my people ; and I will dwell in the 
midst of thee, and thou shalt know 
that the Lord of hosts hath sent me 
unto thee. 

12 And tho Lord shall inherit Ju¬ 
dah his portion in the holy land, and 
Bhall ohoose Jerusalem again. 

13 Be silent, 0 all flesh, before the 
Lord ; for he is raised up out of his 
holy habitation. 

CHAPTER HI. 

Solan resisteth Joshua — The. Branch it prom¬ 
ised. 

ND he showed me Joshua the 
high priest standing before the 
angel of the Lord, and Satan stand¬ 
ing at his right hand to resist him. 

2 And Lhc Lord said unto Satan, 
The Lord rebuke thee, 0 Satan ; even 
the Lord that hath chosen Jerusalem 
rebuke thee; is not this a brand 
plucked out of the fire ?

A ND the angel that talked with mo 
came again, and waked me, as a 
man that is wakened out of his sleep, 
2 And said unto me, What scest 
thou ? And I said, I bave looked, and 
behold a oandlesticka.il of gold, with 
a bowl upon the top of it, and his 
seven lamps thereon, and seven pipes 
to the seven lamps, which aro upon 
the top thereof; 

3 And two olive trees by it, one 
upon tbe right side of the bowl, and 
the other upon the left side thereof. 

4 So I answered and spake to the 
angel that talked with me, saying, 
What are these, my lord ? 

& Then the angel that talked with 
me answered and said unto me, 
Knowest thou not what these be ? 
And I said, No, my lord. 

6 Then he answerod and spake un¬ 
to me, saying, This is the word of the 
Lord unto Zerubbabel, saying, Not 
by might, nor by power, but by my 
Spirit, Baith the Lord of hosts. 

7 Who art thou, 0 great mountain ? 
before Zerubbabel thou shalt beoo*ne 
a plain; and he shall bring forth the 
headstone thereof with shoutings, 
orying, Grace, grace unto it. 

8 Moreover the word of the Lord 
oame unto me, saying, 

9 Tbe hands of Zorubbabel have 
laid the foundation of this house; 
his hands shall also finish it; and 
thou shalt know that the Lord of 
hosts hath sent me unto you. 

10 For who hath despised the day 
of small things? for they shall re- 
joico, and shall see tho plummet in 
the hand of Zerubbabel with those 
seven; they are the servants of the 
Lord, which run to and fro through 
the whole earth. 

11 Tbon answered I, and said unto 
him, What are these two olive trees 
upon the right side of the candle¬ 


stick and upon the left side the-eol? 

12 And I answered again, and said 
unto him, What be these two olive 
branches, which through tho two 
golden pipes empty the golden oil 
out of themselves ? 

13 Aud he answered me and said, 
Knowest thou not what these be? 
And I said, No, my lord. 

14 Then said he, These aro the two 
anointed ones, that etand before llie 
Lord of the whole earth. 

CHAPTER V. 

The flying roll—A woman pressed in jn 
ephah. 

T HEN I turned, and lifted up 
mine eyes, and looked, and be¬ 
hold a flying roll. 

2 And he said unto me, What seest 
thou ? And I answered, I see a flying 
roll; the length thereof is twenty cu¬ 
bits,and tho breadth thereof ten cubits. 
3 Then said he unto me, This is the 
curse that goeth forth ever the face 
of the whole earth ; for every one that 
stealeth shall bo out off as on this 
side according to it; and every one 
that ewcareth shall ho cut off as on 
that side according to it. 

4 I will bring it forth, saith the 
Lord of hosts, and it shall enter into 
the house of the thief, and into (he 
house of him that sweareth falsely by 
my name; and it shall remain in tho 
midst of his house, and shall consume 
it with the timber thereof and tbe 
stones thereof. 

5 Then the angel that talked with 
me went forth, and said unto me, 
Lift up now thine eyes, and see what 
i9 this that goeth forth. 

6 And I said, What is it ? And be 
said, This is an ephah that goeth 
forth. Fie said moreover, This is their 
resemblauoe through all the earth. 

7 And, behold, there was lifted up 
a talent of lead ; and this is a woman 
that sitteth in the midst of the ephah. 

8 And he said, Thi9 is wickeane9e. 
And he oast it into the midst of the 
ephah; and ho cast the woight of 
lead upon tho mouth thereof. 

9 Then lifted I up mine eyes, and 
looked, and, behold, there oame out 
two women, and the wind was in thei* 
wings; for they had wings like the 
wings of a stork ; and they lifted up 
the ephah between the earth and the 
heaven. 



CHAPTER 

10 Then laid I to the angel that 
talked with mo. Whither do these 
bear the ephah 7 

11 And ne said unto me, To build 
it a house in tho land of Shinar; and 
it shall be established, and set there 
apon her own base. 

CUAmSR YI. 

Ha vision of four chariots—The crowns qf 
Joshua—The Branch . 

ND 1 turned, and liftod up mine 
eyes, and looked, and, behold, 
Ihere came four ohariots out from be¬ 
tween two mountains ; and the moun¬ 
tains were mountains of brass. 

2 In the first chariot were red horses; 
and in the second chariot hlock horses. 

3 And in the third ohariot whito 
horses; and in the fourth ohariot 
grizzled and hay horses. 

4 Then I answered and said unto 
the angel that talked with me, What 
are these, my lord? 

5 And the angel answored and said 
unto me, These are the four servants 
of the heavens, which go forth from 
standing hefore the Lord of all the 
earth. 

0 The black horses which are there¬ 
in go forth unto the north country ; 
and the white go forth after them ; 
and the grizzled go forth toward the 
south country. 

7 And the hay went forth, and 
sought to go that they might walk to 
and fro through the earth; and he 
said, Get you henco, walk to and fro 
through the earth. So they walked 
to and fro through the earth. 

6 Then oriod he upon mo, aud spake 
unto me, saying, Heboid, these that 
go toward the north country have 
quieted my spirit in the north country. 

0 And the word of the Lord came 
unto me, saying, 

10 Take of them of the oaptivity, 
even of Heldai, of Tobijah, and of 
Jcdaiah, whioh are oome from Baby¬ 
lon, and oome thou the same day, 
ami go into the house of Josiah the 
6on of Zephanlah ; 

11 Then take silver and gold, and 
make orowns, and set them upon the 
hoad of Joshua the son of Josedeoh, 
the 1 high priest; 

12 And speak onto him, saying, 
Thus speaketh the Lord of hostB, say¬ 
ing, Behold the mas whose namo is 
The BRANGI1; and he shall grow up 
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out of his place, and he shall build 
the temple of the Lord; 

13 Kvon he shall build the temple of 
the Lord; and he shall bear tho glory, 
and shall sit and rule upon his throne; 
and ho shall be a priest upon his 
throne; and the counsel of peace shall 
bo between them both. 

14 And tho crowns shall be to Ile- 
lem, and to Tobijah, and to Jedaiah, 
and to lien the son of Zephaniah, for 
a memorial in the temple of the Lord. 

15 And they that are far off shall 
come and build in the temple of the 
Lord, and ye shall know that the 
Lord of hosts hath sent me unto yon. 
And this shall oome to pass, if ye will 
diligently obey the voice of the Lord 
your God. 

CHAPTKR VII. 

The captive* inquire offasting — Sin th* cause 
of their captivity. 

ND it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Darius, that the 
word of the Lord oamo unto Zeoha- 
riah in the fourth day of the ninth 
month, oven in Chisleu; 

2 When they had sent unto the house 
of God Sherezor and Regem-melecb, 
and their men, to pray before the Lord, 

3 And to Bpeak unto the priests which 
were in the house of the Lord of hosts, 
and to tho prophets, saying, Should I 
weep in tho fifth month, separating 
myself, as I have done these so many 
years ? 

4 Then came the word of the Lord 
of hosts unto me, saying, 

5 Speak unto all the people of the 
land, and to the priests, saying, When 
ye fasted and mourned in the fifth and 
seventh month, even those seventy 
years, did ye at all fast onto me, even 
to me? 

6 And when ye did eat, and when 
ye did drink, did not ye eat for your¬ 
selves, and drink for yoursolves ? 

7 Should ye not hear the words whioh 
the Lord hath cried by the former 

rophets, when Jerusalem was in- 
abited and in prosperity, and the 
oities thereof round about her, when 
men inhabited the south And the plain ’ 

8 And the word of the Lord came 
unto Zeohariah, saying, 

0 Thu9 speaketh the Lord of hosts, 
saying, Exeoute true judgment, and 
show meroy and compassions every 
man to his brother; 
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10 And oppress not the widow, nor 
the fatherless, the stranger, nor the 
poor; and let none of you imagine ovil 
against his brother in your heart. 

11 But they refused to hearken, and 
pnllod away the shoulder, and stopped 
their ears, that they should not 
hear. 

12 Yea, they made their hearts as 
an adamant stone, lest they should 
hear the law, and the words which 
the Lord of hosts hath sent in his 
Spirit by the former prophets; there¬ 
fore came a great wrath from the 
Lord of hosts. 

13 Therefore it is come to pas9, that 
as be oried, and they would not hear; 
so they cried, and I would not hear, 
saith the Lord of hosts; 

14 But I scattered them with a whirl¬ 
wind among all the nations whom 
they knew not. Thus the land was 
desolate after them, that no man 
passed through nor retnrned; for they 
laid the pleasant land desolate. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The restoration, of Jerusalem—Joy promised. 
GAIN the word of the Lord of 
hosts came to me, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; I 
was jealous for Zion with great jeal¬ 
ousy, and I was jealous for her with 
great fury. 

3 Thus saith the Lord; I am re¬ 
turned unto Zion, and will dwell in 
the midst of Jerusalem; and Jeru¬ 
salem shall be called A city of truth ; 
and the mountain of the Lord of 
hosts, The holy mountain. 

4 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
There shall yet old men and old wo¬ 
men dwell in the streets of Jerusalem, 
and every man with his Stas' in his 
hand for very ago. 

5 And the streets of the city shall 
be full of boys and girls playing in 
the streets thereof. 

6 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; If 
it be marvellous in the eyes of the 
*emnant of this people in these days, 
should it also be marvellous in mine 
eyes? saith the Lord of hosts. 

7 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
Behold, I will gather my people from 
the east country, and from the west 
eoontry; 

8 And I will bring them, and they 
shall dwell in the midst of Jerusalem ; 
end they shall be my people, and I 


will be their God, in truth and in 
righteousness. 

9 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; Let 
your hands be strong, ye that hear in 
theso days these words by the mouth 
of the prophets, which were in the 
day that the foundation of the house 
of the Lord of hosts was laid, that the 
temple might be built. 

10 For before these days there was 
no hire for man, nor any hire for 
beast; neither was there any peace 
to him that wcDt out or came in be¬ 
cause of the affliction; for I set all 
men every one against his neighbour. 

11 But now I will not be unto the 
residne of this people as in the former 
days, saith the Lord of hosts. 

12 For the seed shall be prosperous; 
the vine shall give her fruit, and the 
ground shall give her increase, and 
the heavenB shall give their dew; and 
I will cause the remnant of this people 
to possess all these things. 

13 And it shall come to pass, that 
as ye were a enrse among tho hea¬ 
then, 0 house of Judah, and house of 
Israel; so will I gather you, and yo 
shall be a blessing; fear not, buL let 
your hands be strong. 

14 For thus saith the Lord of host?: 
As I thonghl to punish you, when 
your fathers provoked me to wrath, 
saith the Lord of hosts, and I re¬ 
pented not; 

15 So again have I thought in these 
days to do well unto Jerusalem and 
to the house of Judah : fear ye not. 

16 These are the things that ye 
shall do; Speak ye every man the 
truth to his neighbour; execute the 
judgment of truth and peace in your 
gates; 

17 And let none of you imagine 
evil in your hearts against bis neigh¬ 
bour ; and love no false oath; for all 
these arc things that I hate, saith the 
Lord. 

18 And the word of the Lord of hosts 
came unto me, saying, 

19 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; 
The fast of the fourth month, and the 
fast of the fifth, and the fast of the 
seventh, aud the fast of the tenth, 
shall be to tho house of Judah joy aud 
gladness, and cheerful feasts; there- 
foro love the truth and peace. 

20 Thus saith the Lord of hosts; It 
shall yet come to pass, that thore shall 
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cuuic people, and the inhabitants of 
many cities ; 

21 And tbo iohabitants of one city 
shall go to another, saying, Let ns go 
speedily to pray boforo the Lord, and 
to seek the Lord of hosts; I will go 
also. 

22 Yea, many people and strong 
nations shall come to seek the Lopd 
of hosts in Jerusalem, and to pray 
before the Lord. 

23 Thus saith tho Lord of hosts; In 
those days it shall come to pass, that 
tun men shall tako hold out of all 
languages of the nations, even shall 
take hold of the skirt of him that is 
a Jew, sayiDg, We will go with you; 
for we have heard that God is with 
you. 

CHAPTER IX 

Jerusalem exhorted to rejoice for the coming 
of Christ — God's promise of defence. 
rpiIE burden of tho word of the 

1 Lord in the land of Hadraoh, 
and Damascus shall he the rest there¬ 
of; when the eyes of man, as of all 
tho tribes of Israel, shall be toward 
the Lord. 

2 And Hamath also shall border 
theroby ; Tyrus, and Zidon, though it 
be very wise. 

3 And TyruB did huild herself a 
strong hold, and hoaped up silver as 
the dust, and fine gold aB tne mire of 
the streets. 

4 Behold, tho Lord will cast her out, 
and ho will smite her power in the 
sea; and she shall he devoured with 
lire. 

5 Ashkelon shall soe it, and fear; 
Gaza also shall see. it, and be very 
sorrowful, and Ekron; for her expec¬ 
tation shall be ashamed; and the king 
shall porish from Gaza, and Ashkelon 
shall not be inhabited. 

6 And a bastard shall dwoll in Ash- 
doJ, and I will out off the pride of lho 
Pbiljstinos. 

7 And I will take away his blood 
out of his mouth, and his abomina¬ 
tions from between his teeth; but he 
that remaineth, even he, shall be for 
our Ciod, and ho shall bo as a governor 
in Judah, and Ekron as a Jebusito. 

8 And I will onoamp about mine 
house because of lho army, bcouuso 
of him that passclh by, and becauso 
of him that rcturnctli; and no op¬ 
pressor shall pass through them any 


more; for now have I seen with mine 
eyes. 

9 Rejoice greatly, 0 daughter of 
Zion; shout, 0 daughter of Jerusalem; 
behold, thy King oometh unto thee; 
ho is just, and having salvation; 
lowly, and riding upon an ass, and 
upon a colt Lho foal of an asB. 

10 And J will cut off the chariot 
from Ephraim, and the horso from 
Jerusalem, and the battle bow shall 
be cut off; and be shall speak peace 
unto the heathen; and his dominion 
shall be from sea even to Bea, and 
from the river oven to tbo ends of the 
earth. 

11 As for thee also, by the hlood 
of thy covenant I have sent forth thy 
prisoners out of the pit wherein is no 
water. 

12 Turn you to the strong hold, ye 
prisoners of hope; even to-day do 1 
declare that I will render douhle unto 
thee; 

13 When I have bent Judah forme, 
filled tho bow with Ephraim, and 
raised up thy sons, 0 Zion, against 
thy sons, 0 Greece, and made thee as 
the sword of a mighty man. 

14 And the Lord shall he seen over 
them, and his arrow shall go forth as 
the lightning; and tho Lord God 
shall blow the trumpet, and shall go 
with whirlwinds of the south. 

15 The Lord of hosts shall defend 
them; and they shall devour, and 
subdue with sling-stones; and they 
shall drink, and make a noise as 
through wine; and they shall he 
filled like bowls, and as the corners 
of the altar. 

16 And the Lord their God Bhall 
save them in that day as the flook of 
his people; for thoy shall be as the 
stones of a orown, lifted up as an 
ensign upon his land. 

17 For how great ia his goodness, 
and how great is his heauty! oorn 
shall make the young men oheerfnl, 
and new wine the maids. 

CHAPTER X 

God u to be sought unto—He toiU save and 
restore his flock. 

SK ye of the Lord rain in the 
linio of the latter rain; so the 
Lord shall make bright olouds, and 
givo thorn showers of rain, to every 
one gross in the field. 

2 For the idols have Bpokon vanity, 
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have told false dreams ; they comfort 
in vain; therefore they went their way 
as a flook, they were irouhled, because 
there was no shepherd. 

3 Mine anger was kindled against 
the shepherds, and I punished the 
goats; for the Lord of hosts bath 
visited his flock the bouse of Judah; 
and hath made them as hia goodly 
horse in the hattle. 

4 Ont of him oame forth the corner, 
out of him the nail, out of him the 
hattle bow, out of him every oppressor 
togclhor. 

5 And they shall he as mighty men, 
which tread down their enemies in the 
mire of the streets in the battle; and 
they shall fight, because the Lord is 
with them, and the riders on horses 
Bhall be confounded. 

6 And I will strengthen the house 
of Judah, and I will Bave the house 
of Joseph, and I will bring them 
again to place them; for 1 have 
mercy upon thorn; and they shall be 
a9 though I had not oast them off; 
for I am the Lord their God, and will 
hear them. 

7 And they of Ephraim shall be like 
a mighty man, and their heart shall 
rejoice as through wine; yea, their 
ohildren shall see it, and be glad; 
their heart shall rcjoiSe in the 
Lord. 

B I will hiss for them, and gather 
them; for I have redeemed them; 
and they 9hnll increase aB they have 
inoreased. 

0 And I will bow them among the 
poople; and they shall remember me 
in far countries; and they shall live 
with their ohildren, and turn again. 

10 I will bring them again also 
out of the land of Egypt, and gather 
them out of Assyria; and I will 
bring them into the land of Gilead 
tad Lobanon; and plaoe shall uot be 
found for them. 

11 And he shall pass through the 
sea with affliotion, and shall smite 
the waves in the sea, and all the 
deeps of the river shall dry up; and 
the pride of Assyria »hall be brought 
down, and the sceptre of Egypt shall 
depart away. 

12 And I will strengthen them in 
the Lord; and they shall walk up and 
down in his name, eaitb the Lord. 


Deslrwciion o f Jerusalem — The states of 
Beauty and Bands broken—The foolish 
shepherd. 

PEN thy doors, 0 Lebanon, that 
the fire may devour thy cedars. 

2 Howl, fir tree; for tho cedar ii 
fallen; hecause the mighty are spoil* 
ed; licwl, 0 ye oaks of Baaban; for 
the forest of the vintage is oome 
down. 

3 There is a voico of the howling 
of the shepherds; for their glory is 
spoiled; a voico of the roaring of 
young lions; for the pride of Jordan 
is spoiled. 

4 Thus saith the Lord my God; 
Feed the flock of the slaughter; 

5 Whose possessors slay them, and 
hold themselves not guilty; and they 
that sell them say, Blessed be the 
Lord; for I am rich; and their own 
shepherds pity them not. 

6 For I will no more pity the in¬ 
habitants of the land, saith the Lord, 
but, Jo, I will deliver the men every 
one into his neighbour’s hand, and 
into the hand of his king; aud they 
shall smite the land, and out of their 
hand I will not deliver them. 

7 And I will feed the flock of slaugh¬ 
ter, even you, 0 poor of the flock. 
And I took unto me two staves; the 
one I called Beauty, and the other I 
called Bands; and I fed the Mock. 

8 Three shepherds also I cut off in 
one month, and my soul loathed them, 
and tbeir soul also abhorred me. 

9 Then said I, I will not feed you; 
that that ifieth, let it die; and that 
that is to be out off, lot it be cut off; 
and let the rest eat every one the 
flesh of anothei. 

10 And I took my staff, even Eeauty, 
and cut it asunder, that I might break 
my covenant which I had made with 
all tho people. 

11 And it was broken in that day; 
and so the poor of the flook that 
waited upon me knew that it was the 
word of the Lord. 

12 And 1 said unto them, If ye 
think good, givo me myprioe; and 
if not, forbear. So they weighed for 
my price thirty picoos of silver. 

13 And the Lord said unto me, Cast 
it unto tho potter; a goodly price that 
I was prized at of them. And I took 

' the thirty pieces of silver, and oast 
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them to the potter in the house of 
the Lord. 

14 Then I cut asunder mino other 
staff, even Bunds, that I might break 
the brotherhood bctwcon Judah and 
Israel. 

15 And the Lord said unto me, Take 
auto thee jet the instruments of a 
foolish shepherd. 

10 For, lo, I will raise up a shep¬ 
herd in the land, which shall not visit 
those that be cut off, neither shall 
seek the joung one, uor heal that 
that is broken, nor feed that that 
standeth still; but he shall cat the 
flesh of the fat, and tear their claws 
in pieces. 

17 Woe to the idol shephord that 
leaveth the flock ! tbe sword shall bo 
upon hiB arm, and upon his right eje; 
bis arm shall be clean dried up, and 
his right eje shall be utterly dark¬ 
ened. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Jerusalem a cup of trembling and a burden¬ 
some stone—The restoring of Judah—'Hit 

repentance of Jerusalem. 
rpiIE burden of the word of the 
X Lord for Israol, saith the Lord, 
which stretobeth forth the heavens, 
and laycth the foundation of tho 
earth, and formeth the spirit of man 
within him. 

2 Behold, I will make Jerusalem a 
tup of trembling unto all the people 
round about, when they shall be in 
tho siege both againBt Judah and 
against Jerusalem. 

3 And in that day will I make Je¬ 
rusalem a burdensome Btone for all 
people; all that burden themselves 
with it shall bo out in pieces, though 
all the people of tho earth be gather¬ 
ed together against it. 

4 In that day, saith the Lord, I will 
smite every horso with astonishment, 
and jib rider with madness; and I 
will open mine eyes upon tho house 
of Judah, and will smite evory horse 
of tho people with blindness. 

5 And the governors of Judah shall 
say in their heart, The inhabitants 
of Jerusalem shall be my strength in 
the Lord of hosts tboir God. 

6 In that day will I make the gov¬ 
ernors of Judah like a hearth of fire 
among the wood, and like a torch of 
firo in a sheaf; and they shall dovour 
•II the people round about, on the 
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right hand and on the lcfl; and Jeru¬ 
salem shall be inhabited again in her 
own place, even in Jerusalem. 

7 Too Lord also shall save the tents 
of Judah first, that the glory of the 
house of David and tbe glory of the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem do not 
magnify themselves against Judah. 

8 In that day shall the Lord defend 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem ; and he 
that is feeble among them at that day 
shall be as David; and tho house of 
David shall be as God, as the angel 
of the Lord before them. 

9 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will seek to destroy all 
tho nations that come against Jeru¬ 
salem. 

10 And I will pour upon the house 
of David, and upon tho inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, the spirit of graoe and 
of BupplicationB; and they shall look 
upon me whom they have pierced, 
and they shall mourn for him, as one 
moumeth for his only son, and shall 
be in bitterness for him, as one that 
is in bitterness for his first-born. 

11 In that day shall there be a 
great mourning in Jerusalom, as the 
mourning of Iladad-rimmon in the 
valley of Mcgiddon. 

12 And the land shall mourn, every 
family apart; the family of the house 
of David apart, and Ihoir wives apart; 
tho family of tbe house of Nathan 
apart, and their wives apart; 

13 The family of the house of Levi 
apart, and their wives apart; tho 
family of Shituei apart, and their 
wives apart; 

14 AU tbe families that remain, 
evory family apart, and their wives 
apart. 

CHAPTER XUI. 

The fountain for tin — False prophecy — The 
death of Christ. 

N that day there shall be a foun¬ 
tain opened to tho house of Darid 
and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
for sin And for unclcanncss. 

2 And it shall cnuic to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord of hosts, that 1 
will out olT the names of tho idols 
out of the land, and they shall no 
moro bo remembered; and also I will 
cause the prophets and the unotean 
spirit to pass out of the land. 

3 And it shall oome to pass, that 
when any shall yet prophesy, then 
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hie father and hie mother that begat 
him shall say unto him, Thoa shalt 
not live; for thou speakest lies in 
the name of the Lord ; and his father 
and his mother that begat him shall 
thrust him through when he prophe- 
sicth. 

4 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the prophets shall be 
ashamed every one of his vision, 
when he hath prophesied; neither 
shall they wear a rough garment to 
deceive; 

5 But he shall say, I am no prophet, 
I am a husbandman ; for man taught 
me to keep cattle from my youth. 

6 And one shall say unto him. What 
are these wounds in thine hands? 
Then he shall answer. Those with 
which I was wounded in the house 
of my friends. 

7 Awake, 0 sword, against my 
Shepherd, and against the man that 
is my fellow, saith the Lord of hosts; 
smite the Shepherd, and the sheep 
shall be scattered; and I will turn 
mine hand upon the little ones. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that 
in all the land, saith the Lord, two 

arts therein shall be cut off and die; 

ut the third shall be left therein. 

9 And I will bring the third part 
through the fire, and will refine item 
as silver is refined, and will try them 
as gold is tried; they shall call on 
my name, and I will hear them; I 
will say, It is my people; and they 
shall say, The Lora is my God. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

The destroyers of Jerusalem destroyed— The 
second coming of Christ—The plague of 
Jerusalem’s enemies. 

B EHOLD, the day of the Lord 
cometh, and thy spoil shall be 
divided in the midst of thee. 

2 For I will gather all nations 
against Jerusalem to battle; and the 
oity shall bo taken, and the houses 
rifled, and the women ravished; and 
half of the city shall go forth into 
captivity, and the residue of the peo¬ 
ple shall not be cut off from the city. 
3 Then shall the Lord go forth, and 
fight against those nations, as when 
he fought in the day of battle. 

4 And his feet shall stand in that 
day upon the mount of Olircs, which 
is before Jerusalem on (be cast, and 
the mount of Olives shall oleave in 


the midst thereof toward the east and 
toward the west, and there shall be 
a very great valley; and half of the 
mountain shall remove toward the 
north, aud half of it toward the 
south. 

5 And ye shall flee to the valley of 
the mountains; for the valley of the 
mountains shall reach unto Azal; 
yea, ye shall flee, like as ye fled from 
before the earthquake in the days of 
Uzziah king of Judah ; and the Lord 
my God Bhall come, and all the tainta 
with thee. 

6 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the light shall cot be clear, 
nor dark ; 

7 But it shall be one day which 
shall be known to the Lord, not day, 
nor night; but it shall come to pass, 
that at evening time it shall be light. 

8 And it shall be in that day, that 
living waters shall go out from Jeru¬ 
salem ; half of them toward the 
former sea, and half of them toward 
the. hinder sea; in summer and in 
winter shall it be. 

9 And the Lord shall be King over 
all the earth; in that day shall there 
be one Lord, and his name one. 

10 All the land shall be turned as a 
plain from Geba to Rimmon south 
of Jerusalem ; and it shall be lifted 
up, and inhabited in her place, from 
Benjamin’s gate nnto the place of the 
first gate, unto the corner gate, and 
from the tower of Qananeel unto the 
king’s wine-presses. 

11 And men shall dwell in it, and 
there shall be no more utter destruc¬ 
tion ; but Jerusalem shall be safely 
inhabited. 

12 And this shall be the plague 
wherewith the Lord will smite all the 
people that have fought against Jeru¬ 
salem ; Their flesh shall ooneume 
away while they stand upon their 
feet, and their eyes shall consume 
away in their holes, and their tongut 
shall consume away in their mouth. 

13 And it shall oome to pass in that 
day, that a great tumult from the 
Lord shall be among them ; and they 
shall lay hold every one on the hand 
of his neighbour, and his hand shall 
rise up against the hand of his 
neighbour. 

14 And Jmlah also shall fight at 
Jerusalem ; and the wealth of aII the 
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heathen round about shall be gathered 
together, gold, and silver, and apparel, 
iu great abundance. 

15 And so shall be the plague of the 
borBc, of the mule, of the oamel, and 
of the ass, and of all the beasts that 
shall be in those tents, as this plague. 

16 And it shall oome to pass, that 
every one that is left of all tne nations 
"hich oatno against Jerusalem, shall 
even go np from year to year to wor¬ 
ship the King, the Lord of hosts, and 
to keep the feast of tabernacles. 

17 And it shall be, that whoso will 
not come up of all the families of the 
earth unto Jorusalem to worship the 
King, the Lord of hosts, even upon 
them shall be no rain. 

18 And if the family of Egypt go 
not up, aod oome not, that have no 
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rain; there shall be the plague, 
wherewith tho Lord will smite the 
heathen that come not up to keep the 
feast of tabernaolcs. 

10 This shall bo the punishment of 
EgypL and tho punishment of all 
nations that oomo not op to keep the 
feast of tabernacles. 

20 In that day shall there he upon 
the bells of the horses, HOLINESS 
UNTO THE LORD ; and the pots in 
the Lord’s house shall be like the 
bowls before the altar. 

21 Yea, every pot in Jerusalem am 
in Judah shall oe holiness unto lb* 
Lord of hosts; and all they that 
sacrifice shall come and take of them, 
and seethe therein; and in that day 
there shall be no more the Canannile 
in the house of the Lord of hosts. 


MALACHI. 


CHAPTER 1. 

1 Trad's unkindness—Of impiety and pro- 
/oneness. 

HE burden of the word of the 
Lord to Israel by Malaohi. 

2 I have loved you, saith the Lord. 
Yet ye say, Wherein hast thou loved 
us? Was not Esau Jaoob's brother? 
saith the Lord ; yet I loved Jacob. 

3 And I hated Esau, and laid his 
mountains and his heritage waste for 
tho drngons of the wilderness. 

4 Whereas Edom saith, We are 
impoverished, but we will return and 
build the dcsolAto places; thus saith 
tho Lord of hosts, They shall build, 
lut I will throw down; and they 
shall call them, Thebordorof wicked¬ 
ness, and, The people against whom 
the Lord hath indignation for ever. 

5 And your eyes shall see, and ye 
ihnll say, Tho Lord will be magnified 
from the border of Israel. 

6 A son hanoureth his fathor, and a 
lervant his master; if then I bo a 
father, where is mine honour? and if 
I be a master, where is my fear ? saith 
the Lord of hosts unto you, 0 priests, 
that despise my name. And ye say, 
Wherein have we despised thy name? 

7 Ye offor pollutod nroad upon inino 
altar; aod ye say. Wherein have wo 
pollnted thee? In that ye say, The 
table of the Lord Is contemptible. 


0 And if ye offer the blind for sac¬ 
rifice, is it not evil ? and if yo offer 
the lame and sick, is it not evil ? offer 
it now unto thy governor ; will he be 
pleased with thee, or accept thy 
person ? saith the Lord of hosts. 

9 And now, I pray you, beseech 
God that ho will be gracious unto us; 
this hath been by your means ; will 
he regard your persons ? saith the 
Lord of hosts. 

10 Who is there even among you 
that would shut the doors for naught? 
neithor do ye kindle fire on mine altar 
for naught. I have no pleasuro in 
you, saith tho Lord of hosts, neither 
will I accept an offering at your hand. 

11 For, from tho rising of the sun 
even unto the going down of the 
same, my name shall bo groat among 
the Gentiles ; and in every place in¬ 
cense shall bo offered unto my name, 
and a pure offering ; for my name 
shall be groat among the heathen, 
Baith tho Lord of hosts. 

12 But ye have profaned it, in that 
yo say, The table of the Lord is pol¬ 
lutod; and tho fruit thereof, oven his 
meat, is contemptible. 

13 Ye said also, Behold, what a 
weariness is it ! and yo have snuffed 
at it, saith the Lord of hosts ; and ye 
brought that which was torn, and the 
lame, and the Blok ; thus ye brought 
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an offering; should I accept this of 
yonr hand? aailh the Lord. 

14 But cursed he the deceiver, which 
hath in hiB flock a male, and voweth, 
and saori6ceth unto the Lord a cor¬ 
rupt thing; for I am a great King, 
eaith the Lord of hosts, and my 
name is dreadful among the heathen. 

CHAPTER II. 

He reproveth the priests for neglecting their 
covenant, the people /or idolatry, adul¬ 
tery, and infidelity. 

ND now, 0 ye priests, this com¬ 
mandment is for you. 

2 If ye will not hear, and if ye will 
not lay it to heart, to give glory unto 
my name, saith the Lord of hosts, I 
will even Bend a curse upon you, and 
I will ourse your hlcssings ; yea, I 
have cursed them already, hecauseye 
do not lay it to heart. 

3 Behold, I will corrupt your seed, 
and epread dung upon your faces, 
even the dung of your solemn feasts; 
and one shall take you away with it. 

4 And ye shall know that I havo 
sent this commandment unto you, 
that my covenant might be with Levi, 
saith the Lord of hosts. 

5 My oovenant was with him of life 
and peace; and I gave them to him 
for the fear wherewith he feared me, 
and was afraid hefore ufy name. 

6 The law of truth was in his 
mouth, and iniquity was not found 
in his lips; he walked with me in 
peace ana equity, and did turn many 
away from iniquity. 

7 For the priest's lips should keep 
knowledge, aDd they should seek the 
law at his mouth ; for he is the mes¬ 
senger of the Lord of hosts. 

8 But ye are departed out of the 
way; ye have caused many to stumble 
at the law; ye have corrupted the cove¬ 
nant of Levi, saith the Lord of hosts. 

9 Therefore havo I also made yon 
contemptible and base before all the 
people, according as ye have not kept 
my ways, but have hcen partial in the 
law. 

10 Have we not all one father ? hath 
not one Qod created us ? why do we 
deal treacherously every man against 
his brother, by profaning the cove¬ 
nant of our fathers ? 

11 Jndah hath dealt troaohorously, 
and an abomination is committed in 
Israel and in Jerusalem ; for Judah 


hath profaned the holineBB of the 
Lord which he loved, and hath mar¬ 
ried the danghter of a strange god. 

12 The Lord will cut off the man 
that docth this, the master and the 
Bcholar, out of the tabernacles of 
Jacob, and him that offereth an offer¬ 
ing unto the Lord of hosts. 

13 And this have ye clone again, 
covoring the altar of the Lord with 
tears, with weeping, and with crying 
out, insomuch that he reg&rdcth not 
the offering any more, or receiveth it 
with good will at your hand. 

14 Yet ye say, Wherefore? Because 
the Lord hath been witness between 
tbee and the wife of thy youth, 
against whom thou hast dealt treach¬ 
erously; yet is she thy companion, 
and the wife of thy covenant. 

15 And did not he make one? Yet 
had he the residue of the Spirit. And 
wherefore one ? That he might seek 
a godly seed. Therefore take heed to 
your spirit, and let none deal treach¬ 
erously against the wife of his youth. 

10 For the Lord, the God of Israel, 
saith that he hateth putting away ; 
for one cavereth violence with his 
garment, saith the Lord of hosts; 
therefore take heed to your spirit, 
that ye deal not treachously. 

17 Ye have wearied the Lord with 
your words. Yet ye say, Wherein 
have we wearied him ? When ye say, 
Every one that doeth evil is good in 
the sight of the Lord, and he delight - 
eth in them ; or, Where is the God 
of judgment ? 

CHAPTER III. 

Of the messenger — Of the rebellion , jaerv 

legt, and infidelity of the people — The. 

promise of blesnng. 

E1I0LD, I will send my messen¬ 
ger, and he shall prepare the 
way before me ; and the Lord whom 
ye seek, shall suddenly oome to his 
temple, even the messenger of the 
oovenant, whom ye delight in; hehold, 
be shall come, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

2 But who may abide the day of his 
coming? and who shall stand when 
he Appoareth ? for he is like a refiner’s 
fire, and like fullers' soap ; 

3 And he shall sit as h, refiner and 
purifier of silver; and he shall purify 
the sons of Levi, and purge them &a 
gold and silvor, that t^iey may offer 





CHAPTER IV 


unto the Lord &d offering in right¬ 
eousness. 

4 Then shall the offering of Judah 
and Jerusalem he pleasant unto the 
Lord, as in the days of old, and as in 
former years. 

5 And I will come near to you to 
Judgment; and I will be a swift wit¬ 
ness against the eoroerers, and against 
the adulterers, and against false 
swearers, and against those that op¬ 
press the hireling in his wages, toe 
widow, and the fatherless, and that 
turn aside the stranger from his right, 
and fear not me, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 

0 For I am the Lord, I change not; 
therefore ye sons of Jacob are not 
consumed. 

7 Even from the days of your fathers 
7 c are gone away from mine ordi¬ 
nances, and have not kopt them. Re¬ 
turn unto me, and I will return unto 
you, saith tho Lord of hosts. But ye 
said, Wherein shall we roturn ? 

8 Will a man rob God ? Yet ye have 
robbod me. But ye say, Wherein 
havo we robbed thee? In tithes and 
offerings. 

0 Ye are oursed with a curse; for ye 
have robbed mo, even this whole na¬ 
tion. 

10 Bring ye all the tithos into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat in 
mine houso, and prove mo now here¬ 
with. saith the Lord of hosLs, if I will 
not open you tho windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it. 

11 And I will rebuke the devouror 
for your sakos, and he shall not 
destroy tho fruits of your ground ; 
□either shall your vino oast her fruit 
before tbo time in the field, saith tho 
Lord of hosts. 

12 And all nations shall oall you 
blessed; for ye shall be a delightsome 
land, saith the Lord of hosts. 

13 Your words have been stout 
against mo, saith the Lord. Yet ye 
say, What have wc spoken so much 
against thee ? 

14 Ye have said, It is vain to serve 
Qod; and what profit is it that we 
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have kept his ordinance, and that we 
have walked mournfully hefore the 
Lord of hosts ? 

15 And now we call tho proud hap¬ 
py ; yea, they that work wickedness 
are set up; yea, they that tempt God 
are even delivered. 

18 Then they that feared the Lord 
spake often one to another; and the 
Lord hearkened, and heard it, and a 
hook of remembrance was written he¬ 
fore him for them that feared tho Lord, 
and that thought upon his name. 

17 And they shall bo mine, saith 
the Lord of hosts, in that day when 
I make up my jewels ; and l will spare 
them, as a man spareth his own son 
that Bcrveth him. 

IS Then shall ye return, and dis- 
oern between the righteous and the 
wicked, between him that serveth 
God and him that sorveth him not. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Judgment an the wicked—Blessing on the 
good—Tht study of the law — El\jah 'i 
coming. 

F OR, behold, the day comoth, that 
shall burn as an oven; and all 
the proud, yea, and all that do wiok- 
edly, shall bo stubble; and the day 
that uoiuoth shall burn thorn up, saith 
tho Lord of hosts, that it shall leave 
them neither root nor branch. 

2 But unto you that foar my name 
shall tho Sun of righteousness arise 
with healing in his wings; and ye 
shall go forth, and grow up as oalves 
of tho stall. 

3 And ye shall tread down the wick¬ 
ed ; for they shall be ashes under the 
solos of your feet in the day that I 
shall do this, saith the Lord of hosts. 
4 Remember yo tho law of Moses 
my servant, which I commanded un- 
to him in Ilorcb for all Israel, with 
tho statutes and judgments. 

5 Behold, I will send you Elijah 
the prophet before tho coming of the 
great and dreadful day of tho Lord ; 

0 And ho shall turn the heart of 
the fathers to the obildrcn, and the 
heart of the ohildron to thoir fathers, 
lest I coino and smito the earth with 
a curse.

CHAPTER L 

Giving the genealogy from Abraham unM 
tht coming of Christ. 

rilllE book of thegcneration of Jesus 
X Christ, the sod of David, the son 
of Abraham. 

2 Abraham hogat Isaao; and Isaac 
begat Jacob; and Jacob begat Judas 
and his brethren; and Judas begat 
Phares and Zara of Thamar; and 
Pharcs begat Esrom; and EBrom 
begat Aram ; and Aram begat Amini- 
dab; and Aminidab begat Naason; 
and Naason begat Balmon; and 
Salmon begat Booa of Raohab; and 
Booz begat Obed of Ruth; and Obed 
begat Jesse; and JeSBe begat David 
the king. 

3 And David the king begat Solo¬ 
mon of her whom David had taken 
of Urias; and Solomon bogat Roboam; 
and Roboam begat Abia; and Abia 
begat Asa; and Asa begat Josaphat; 
and Josaphat begat Joram; and Joram 
bogat Ozias; and Ozias begat Joatham; 
and Joatham begat Aohai; and Aohaz 
begat Ezokias; and EzekiaB begat 
Manasses; and Mana3ses begat Amon; 
and Amon begat Josias ; and JoBias 
begat Jeohoniae and bis brethren, 
about the lime they were carried away 
to Babylon. 

4 And after thoy were brought to 
Babylon, Jeohonias begat Salathiel; 
and Salathiel begat Zorobable; and 
Zorobable begat Abind; and Abiud 
begat Eliakim; and Eliakim begat 
Aior; and Azor begat Sadoo; and 
Sadoo begat Aohim ; and Aohim begat 
Eliud; and Eliud begat Eleazar; and 
Eleaaar begat Matthan; and Matthan 
begat Jacob ; and Jacob bogat Joseph, 
the husband of Mary, of whom was 
born Jesus, as the prophets have 
written, who is oalled Christ. 

& So all the generations from Abra¬ 
ham to David, were fourteen genera¬ 
tions ; and from David until the car¬ 


rying away into Babylon, wore four- 
toon generations ; and from the carry¬ 
ing away into Babylon until Christ, 
were fourteen generations. 

CHAPTER II. 

Giving a history of the WrtA of Christ. 

N OW, as it is written, the birth of 
Jesus Christ was on this wise. 
After his mother, Mary, was espoused 
to Joseph, bofore they oame together, 
she was found with ohild of the Holy 
Ghost. 

2 Then Joseph, her husband, being 
a jnst man, and not willing to make 
her a public example, was minded to 
put her away privily. 

3 But while he thought on those 
things, behold, the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him in a vision, say¬ 
ing, Joseph, thou son of David, fear 
not to take unto thee Mary thy wife; 
for that which is oonceivod in her, is 
of the Holy Ghost. 

4 And sho shall bring forth & son, 
and thou shalt call his name Jesus; 
for ho shall save his people from their 
sins. 

6 Now this took place, that all things 
might be fulfilled, which wore spoken 
of the Lord, by tbo prophots, saying, 
6 Behold, a virgin snail be with 
ohild, and shall bring forth a son, and 
they shall oall his name Emmanuel, 
(which, being interpreted, is, God 
with us.) 

7 Then Joseph, awaking out of his 
vision, did as the angel of the Lord 
had hidden him, and took unto him 
his wife; 

8 And knew her not until she had 
brought forth her first-born ion ; and 
they oalled his name Jesus. 

CHAPTER III. 

Joseph, being warned *n a dram, fees U 
Egypt — John's mission—He baptiseth 
Jesus. 

N OW when Jesus was born In 
Bethlehem of Judoa, in thodays

of Herod the king, behold, there 
came wise men from the east to Jeru¬ 
salem, 

2 Saying, Where is the ohild that 10 
born, the Messiah of the Jews ? for 
we have seen his star in the east, and 
have oome to worship him. 

3 When Herod the King had heard 
of the ohild, he was troubled, and all 
Jerusalem with him. 

4 And when he had gathered all 
the ohief priests, and scribes of the 
people together, he demanded of them, 
saying, Where is the place that is 
written of by the prophets, in which 
Christ should be born ? For he greatly 
feared, yet he believed not the 
prophets. 

6 And they said onto him, It is 
written by the prophets, that he should 
be bom in Bethlehem of Judea, for 
thus have they said, 

6 The word of the Lord camo unto 
ns, saying, And thon, Bethlehem, 
which layeth in the land of Judea, in 
thee shall be born a prince, which 
art not the least among the princeB 
of Judea; for out of thee shall come 
the Messiah, who shall save my peo¬ 
ple Israel. 

7 Then Herod, when he had called 
the wise men privily, enquired of 
them diligently at what time the star 
appeared. 

8 And he sent them to Bethlehem, 
and said, Go and search diligently for 
the young child; and when ye have 
found the child, bring me word again, 
that I may come and worship him 
also. 

0 When they had heard the king, 
they departed; and lo, the star which 
they saw in the east, went before them, 
until it came and stood over where 
the young ohild was. 

10 When they saw the star, they 
rejoiced with exceeding groat joy. 

11 And when they were come into 
the houso, thoy saw the young ohild, 
with Mary his mother, and foil down 
and worshipped him. And when 
they had oponod their troasuros, thoy 
presented nnto him gifts; gold, and 
frankinoense, and myrrh. 

12 And being warned of God in a 
dream that they should not return 
to Herod, they departed into their 
twn oonntry another way. 

13 And when they were departed. 


behold, the angel of the Lord, ap¬ 
peared to Joseph in a vision, saying, 
Arise and tako the young child and 
his mothor, and flee into Egypt, and 
tarry thou there until I bring thee 
word; for Herod will seek the young 
child to destroy him. 

14 And then ho arose, and took the 
young child, and the child's mother, 
by night, and departed into Egypt; 

15 And was there until the death 
of Herod, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken of the Lord, by 
the prophet, Baying, Out of Egypt 
have I called my Son. 

16 Then Herod, when he saw that 
he was mocked of the wise men, was 
exceeding wroth ; and sent forth and 
slew all the ohildren which were in 
Bethlehem, and all the ooasta thereof, 
from two years old and under, accord¬ 
ing to the time which he had dili¬ 
gently enquired of the wise men. 

17 Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremiah the prophet, 
saying, 

16 In Hamah there was a voice 
beard, lamentation, and weeping, and 
great mourning; Rachael weeping 
for the loss of her children, and 
would not be comforted because they 
were not. 

19 But when Herod was dead, be¬ 
hold, an angel of the Lord appeared 
in a vision to Joseph in Egypt, 

20 Saying, Arise, and take the young 
child and his mother, and go into the 
land of Israel; for they are dead who 
sought the young child’s life. 

21 And he arose, and took the young 
child and his mother, and came into 
the land of Iaraol. 

22 But when he hoard that Arohe- 
laus did reign in Judea, in the stead 
of his father Herod, he was afraid to 
go thither; but, notwithstanding, 
being warned of God in a vision, he 
went into the eastern part of Galilee; 

23 And he came and dwelt in a city 
called Nazareth, that it might be ful¬ 
filled which was spoken by the pro¬ 
phets, Ho shall be called a Naiareno. 

24 And it aame to pass that Jesus 
grew up with his brethren, and waxed 
strong, and waited upon the Lord for 
the time of his ministry to oome. 

25 And he served under hia father, 
and he spake not as other men, 
neither could he be taught; for hs 
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□eeded not that any man should teach 
him. 

26 And after many years, the hour 
of bis ministry drow nigh. 

27 And in those days oaine John the 
Baptist, preaching in the wilderness 
of Judea, 

28 And saying, Repent ye; for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

29 For I am he who was spoken of 
by the prophet Esaias, saying, The 
voice of one crying in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord and 
make his paths straight. 

30 And the Fame John had his rai¬ 
ment of camels’ hair, and a leathern 
girdlo about his loins; and his food 
was locusts and wild honey. 

31 Then went out to him Jerusalem, 
and a! 1 Judea, and all the region 
round about Jordan, 

32 And many were baptized of him 
in Jordan, confessing their sins. 

33 But when he Baw many of the 
Pharisees and Sadduoees come to his 
baptism, he said unto them, 0, gene¬ 
ration of vipers! who hath warned 
you to flee from the wrath to oome? 

34 Why is it that ye reoeive not the 
preaching of him whom Ood hath 
sent? If ye reoeive not this in your 
hearts, ye reoeiye not me; and if ye 
receive not me, ye reoeive not him of 
whom I am sent to bear record; and 
for your sins ye have no oloak. 

35 Repent, therefore, and bring 
forth fruits meet for repentance ; 

36 And think not to SAy within 
yoursolves, We are the ohildren of 
Abraham, and we only have powor to 
bring seed onto our father Abraham; 
for I say unto you that God is able 
of these stones to raise up ohildren 
into Abraham. 

37 And now, also, the axe is laid 
unto the root of the trees; therefore 
every tree whioh bringeth not forth 
good fruit, shall be hewn down, and 
oast into the fire. 

38 I indeed baptise yon with water, 
upon your repentance ; and when he 
of whom I bear rooord oometh, who 
is mightier than I, whose shoes I am 
not worthy to bear, (or whose plaoe I 
am not able to fill,) as I said, I in¬ 
deed baptise you boforo he oometh, 
that when he oometh he may baptise 
you with the Holy Ghost and fire. 

SO And It is he of whom I shall bear 


ft 

record, whose fan shall be in his 
hand, and ho will thoroughly purge 
his floor, and gather his wheat into 
tho garnor; bat in the fulness of his 
own time will burn up the chaff with 
unquenchable lire. 

40 Thus came John, preaohing and 
baptizing in the river of Jordan; 
bearing rooord, that he who was com¬ 
ing after him had power to baptize 
with tho Holy Ghost and fire. 

41 And then cometh Jesns from 
Galilee to Jordan, unto John, to be 
baptized of him; 

42 But John refused him, saying, I 
have need to be baptized of thee, and 
why oomest thou to me? 

43 And Jesus, answering, said unto 
him, Suffer me to be baptized of thee, 
for thus it becometh us to fulfil all 
righteousness. Then he suffered him. 

44 And John went down into the 
water and baptized him. 

46 And Jesus when he was haptized, 
went up straightway out of the water; 
and John saw, and lo, the heavens 
were opened unto him, and he saw 
the Spirit of God descending like a 
dove and lighting upon Jesus. 

46 And lo, he heard a voice from 
heaven, saying, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 
Hear ye him. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Christ led away by the Spirit —2b noted of 

the devil — The commencement of his mi- 

nistry. 

HEN Jesus was led up of the 
Spirit, into the wilderness, to he 
with God. 

2 And when he had fasted forty 
days and forty nights, and had com¬ 
muned with God, he was afterwards 
an hungered, and was left to be 
tempted of the devil. 

3 And when the tempter oame to 
him, he said, If thou be the Son of 
God, oommand that these stones be 
made bread. 

4 But Jesus answered and said, It 
is written, Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by evory word that 
prooeedeth out of the month of God. 

6 Then Jesus was taken up into the 
holy oity, and the Spirit aetteth him 
on the pinnacle of tne tomple. 

6 Then the devil oame unto him and 
■aid. If thou be the Son of God, oast 
thyself down, for it is written. He 
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shall give his angels charge concern¬ 
ing thee, and in their bands they 
shall bear thee up, leBt at any time 
thou dash thy foot against a stone. 

7 Jesus said unto him, It is written 
again, Thou shall not tempt the Lord 
thy Qod. 

8 And again, Jesus was in the Spirit, 
and it taketh him up into an exceed¬ 
ing high mountain, and showed him 
all the kingdoms of the world and 
the glory of them. 

0 And the devil came unto him 
again, and said, All those things will 
I give unto thee, if thou wilt fall 
down and worship me. 

10 Then Jesus said unto him, Get 
thee hence, Satan; for it is written, 
Thou Bhalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and him only shalt thou Berve. Then 
the devil leaveth him. 

11 And now Jesus know that John 
was cast into prison, and he sent 
angels, and, behold, they came and 
ministered unto him. 

12 And Jesus departed into Galilee, 
and leaving Nazareth, in Zobulon, he 
came and dwelt in Capernaum, which 
is upon the Bea ooast, in the borders 
of Nephthalim, 

IS That it might be fulfilled whioh 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, 

14 Tbe land of Zebulon, and the 
land of Nephthalim, in the way of 
the sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of 
the Gentiles; 

15 The people which sat in dark¬ 
ness saw a great light, and unto them 
that sat in the region and shadow of 
death, light is eprung up. 

16 From that time, JesuB began to 
reaoh, and to say, Repent; for the 
ingdom of heaven is at hand. 

17 .And JeBus, walking by the sea of 
Galilee, saw two brethren, Simon, 
called Peter, and Andrew, his brother, 
easting a net into the sea; for they 
were fishers. 

18 And he said unto them, I am he 
of whom it is written by the prophets; 
follow me, and I will make you fishers 
of men. 

19 And they, believing on his words, 
left their net, nud straightway followed 
him. 

20 And guiug on from thence, ho 
saw two other brethren, James, and 
John his brother, the sons of Zebedee, 


in a ship with Zebedee their father, 
mending their net; and he oalled 
them. 

21 And they immediately left their 
father in the ship, and followed him. 

22 And Jesus went about all Galilee 
teaching in their synagogues, and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom; 
and healing all manner of sickness, 
and all manner of diseases among the 
people which believed on his name. 

23 And his fame went throughout 
all Syria; and they brought unto him 
all sick people that were taken with 
divers diseases, and torments, and 
those who were possessed with devils, 
and those who were lunatic, and those 
that had the palsy; and he healed 
them. 

24 And there followed him great 
multitudes of people from Galilee, 
and Docapolis, and Jerusalem, and 
Judea, and beyond Jordan. 

CHAPTER V. 

The commencement of ChritCt teaching on 
the AfovnL 

ND Jesus, seeing the multitude, 
went up into a mountain; and 
when he was set down, his disciples 
oame unto him; 

2 And he opened his mouth, and 
taught them, saying,- 

3 Blessed are they who shall believe 
on me; and again, more blessed are 
they who shall believe on your words, 
when ye shall testify that ye have 
seen me and that I am. 

4 Yea, blessed arc they who shall 
believe on your words, and oome 
down into the depth of humility, and 
be baptized in my name; for they 
shall De visited with firo and the 
Holy Ghost, and shall rooeive a re¬ 
mission of their sins. 

5 Yoa, blossod are the poor in spirit, 
who come unto me; for theirs is the 
kingdom of heaven. 

6 And again, blessod are they that 
mourn; for they shall be comforted. 

7 And blessed are the meek; for they 
shall inherit the earth. 

8 And blessed are all they that do 
hunger and thirst after righteousness: 
for they shall be filled with the Hoi} 
Ghost. 

9 And blessed are the meroifhl; fa 
they shall obtain meroy. 

10 And blessed are all the pure In 
boart; for they shall see God. 
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11 And blessed are all the peace¬ 
makers ; for they shall be oalled the 
children of God. 

12 Blessed are all they that are per¬ 
secuted for my name's sake ; for theirs 
Is the kingdom of heaven. 

13 And blessed are ye when men 
shall revile you, and persecute you, 
and shall say all manner of evil 
against you falsely, for my sake. 

14 For ye shall have great joy, and 
be exceeding glad ; for groat shall be 
your reward in heaven ; for so perse¬ 
cuted they the prophots whioh were 
before you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, I 
give unto you to be the salt of the 
earth; but if the salt shall lose its 
savour, wborowith shall the earth be 
salted ? the salt shall thenoeforth be 
good for nothing, but to be oast out, 
and to be trodden under foot of men. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, I 
give unto you to be the light of the 
world; a oity that is set on a hill oan- 
not be hid. 

17 Behold, do men light a oandle 
and put it under a bushel ? Nay, but 
on a candlestick ; and it giveth light 
to all that are in the house. 

16 Therefore, let your light so shine 
before this world, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your 
Father who is in heaven. 

16 Think not that I am oome to 
destroy the law, or tho prophets; I 
am not oome to destroy, but to 
fulfil. 

20 For verily I say unto you, heaven 
and earth must pass away, but one 
jot or one tittle Bnall in no wise pass 
from the law, until all be fulfilled. 

21 Whosoever, therefore, shall break 
one of these least oommandments, 
and shall teaoh men so to do, he shall 
In no wiee be saved in the kingdom 
of heaven; but whosoever shalt do 
and teaoh these oommandments of 
the law until it be fulfilled, the same 
shall he oalled great, and shall be 
saved in the kingdom of heaven. 

22 For I say onto you, exoept your 
righteousness shall exoeed that of 
the Soribei and Pharisees, ye shall In 
no oase enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. 

23 Ye have heard that It hath 
been said by them of old time that, 
Thon shalt not kill; and whosoever 
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shall kill, shall be In danger of tha 
judgment of God. 

24 Bnt I say unto yon, that whoso¬ 
ever is angry with his brother, shall 
be in danger of his judgment; and 
whosoever shall say to his brother, 
Raoa, or Raboah, shall be in danger 
of the council; and whosoever shall 
say to his brother, Thon fool, shall be 
in danger of hell fire. 

25 Therefore, if ye shall oome unto 
me, or shall desire to oome unto me, 
or if thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememherest that thy bro¬ 
ther hath aught against thee, 

20 Leave thou thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way onto thy bro¬ 
ther, and first be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then oome and offer thy 
gift. 

27 Agree with thine adversary quick¬ 
ly, while thou art in the way with him; 
lest at any time thine adversary de¬ 
liver thoe to the judge, and the judge 
deliver thee to the ofiioer, and thou be 
cast into prison. 

28 Verily I say unto thee, thou shall 
by no moans oome out thenoe, until 
thou hast paid the uttermost farthing. 

29 Behold, it is written by them of 
old time, that thon shalt not oommit 
adultery. 

30 But I say unto yon, that whoso¬ 
ever looketh on a woman to Inst after 
her, hath committed adultery with, 
her in his heart already. 

31 Behold, I give unto you a com¬ 
mandment, that ye suffer none of these 
things to enter into yonr heart, for it 
iB better that ye should deny yonr- 
selves of these things, wherein ye will 
take up yonr cross, than that ye should 
be oast into hell. 

32 Therefore, if thy right eye offend 
thee, plnok it out and oast it from 
thee; for it is profitable for thee that 
one of thy members should perish, and 
not that thy whole body should be oast 
into hell. 

93 Or if thy right hand offend thee, 
out it off and oast it from thee; for it 
is profitable for thee that one of thy 
members shoold perish, aud not that 
thy whole body should be oast into 
hell. 

34 And now this I speak, a parable 
oonoerning yonr sins; wherefore, oast 
them from yon, that yon may not be 
hewn down and east Into the fire. 
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86 It bath been written that, Who- 
loever shall put away his wife, let him 
give her a writing of divoreement. 

36 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
that whosoever shall put away his 
wife, saving for the cause of fornica¬ 
tion, oauseth her to commit adultery; 
and whosoever shall marry her that 
is divorced, committoth adultery. 

37 Again, it hath been written by 
them of old time. Thou sbalt not for¬ 
swear thyself, but shall perform unto 
the Lord thine oaths. 

38 But I say unto you, swear not at 
all; neither by heaven, for it is God’s 
home; nor by the earth, for it is his 
footstool; neither by Jerusalem, for 
it is the oity of the great King ; neither 
shalt thou swear by thy head, because 
thou canst not make one hair white 
or hlack. 

3d But lot year communication be 
Yea, yea; Nay, nay; for whatsoever 
is more than theso oometh of evil. 

40 You have heard that it hath been 
said, An eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth. 

41 But I Bay onto you, that ye resist 
not evil; but whosoever shall smite 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to him 
the other also. 

42 And if any man will sue thee at 
the law, and take away thy coat, let 
him have it; and if he sue thee again, 
let him have thy cloak also. 

43 And whosoever shall oompel thee 
to go a mile, go with him a mile ; and 
whosoever shall oompel thee to go 
with him twain, thou shalt go with 
him twain. 

44 Give to him that asketh of thee; 
and from him who would borrow of 
thoe, turn not thou away. 

46 Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, Thou shalt love thy neighbour, 
and hate thine enemy. 

46 But I say unto you, love your 
enemies ; bless them that curse you ; 

good to them tnnt hate you; and 
pray for them whioh despitofully use 
you and persecute you; 

47 That ye may be the ohildren of 
yonr Father who is in heaven ; for he 
maketh his sun to rise on the evil and 
on the good, and sendoth rain on the 
just and on the unjust. 

46 For if ye love only them whioh 
love yoo, what reward have you f Do 
not even the pnblioans the same f 


40 And if ye salute your brethren 
only, what do ye more than others f 
Do not even the publicans the same? 

50 Ye are therefore commanded Uj 
be perfect, even as your Father who 
is in heaven is perfect. 

CHAPTEIl VI. 

ChritCi teaching an the mount continued. 
ND it came to pass that, as Jesus 
taught his disciples, he said unto 
them, Take heed that ye do not your 
alms bofore men, to be seen of them; 
otherwise ye have no reward of yonr 
Father who is in heaven. 

2 Therefore, when thou doest alms, 
do not sound a trumpet before thee, 
as the hypocrites do, in the synagogues 
and in the streets, that they may have 
glory of men. Verily I say unto you, 
they have their reward. 

3 But when thou doest alms, let it 
be unto theo as thy left hand not 
knowing what thy right hand docth ; 

4 That thine alms may be in 6eoret; 
and. thy Father who seeth in secret, 
himself shall reward thee openly. 

5 And when thou prayest, thou shall 
not be as the hypoorites ; for they love 
to pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the corners of the streets, that 
they may be seen of men ; for, vorily, 
I say onto yon, they have their 
reward. 

6 But thou, when thon prayest, enter 
into thy oloset, and when thon bast 
shut the door, pray to thy Father who 
is in secret; and thy Father who seeth 
in secret shall reward thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the hypocrites do ; for 
thoy think that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking. 

8 Therefore be ye not like onto 
them ; lor your Father knoweth what 
things je have need of, before ye ask 
hiiu. 

9 Therefore after this manner shall 
ye pray, saying, 

10 Our Father who art In heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. 

11 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done on earth, as it is done in heaven. 

12 Give ns this day, our daily bread. 

13 And forgive ns our trespasses, as 
we forgive those who trespass against 
ns. 

14 And safler as not to be led into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil. 

16 For thine ia the kingdom, and 
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the power, and the glory, forever and 
ever, Amen. 

10 For if ye forgive men their tres- 
A8 bob, who trespass against yon, yoar 
eavenly Father will also forgive 
you ; but if yo forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither will your heavenly 
Father forgive you your trespasses. 

17 Moreover, when ye fast, be not 
as the hypooritos, of a sad oounte- 
nauoe ; for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily, I say unto you, they 
have their reward. 

18 But thou, whon thou fastest, 
anoint thy hoad and wush thy face, 
that thou appear not unto men to 
fast, but unto thy Father who is in 
seoret; and thy Father who seeth in 
seoret, shall reward thee openly. 

19 Lay not up for youreelveB trea¬ 
sures upon earth, where moth and 
rust doth oorrupt, and where thieves 
break through and steal. 

20 But lay up for yourselves trea¬ 
sures in heaven, where neither moth 
□or rust doth oorrupt, and where 
thieves do not breaa through nor 
steal. 

21 For whore your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

22 The light of tho body is the eye; 
if therefore thine eye be single to the 
glory of God, thy whole body shall 
bo full of light. 

23 But if thine oye be evil, thy 
whole body Bhall be full of darkness. 
If therefore the light whioh is in thee 
be darkness, how great shall that 
darkness be. 

24 No man can serve two masters; 
for either ho will hate tho one, and 
lovo the other; or he will hold to 
the one and despise the other. Ye 
oannot serve God and Mammon. 

25 And, again, I say unto you, go 
ye into the world, and oare not for 
the world; for the world will hate 
you, and will persooute you, and will 
turn you out of their synagogues. 

20 Nevertheless, ye shall go forth 
from house to house, teAohing tho 
people; and I will go before you. 

27 And your heavenly Father will 
provide for you, whatsoever things yo 
need for food, what you shall eat; 
and for raiment, what ye shall wear 
or put on. 

2b Therefore I say unto you, take 


no thought for your life, what ye 
■hall oat, or what ye shall drink; nor 
yet for your bodies, what ye ahaU 
put od. Is not the life more than 
moat, and the body than raiment? 

20 Behold the fowls of the air, for 
they bow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns; yet your hea¬ 
venly Father feedeth them. Are ye 
not muoh better than they? How 
muoh more will he not feed you? 

30 Wherefore take no thought for 
these things, but keep my command¬ 
ments wherewith I hare oommanded 
you. 

31 For which of you by taking 
thought oan add one oubit unto his 
stature. 

32 And why take ye thonght for rai¬ 
ment ? Consider tho lilies of the 
field, how they grow; they toil not, 
neither do they spin. 

33 And yet I say unto yon, that 
even Solomon, in all his glory, was 
not arrayed like one of these. 

34 Therefore, if God bo clothe the 
grass of the field, whioh to-day is, 
and to-morrow is cast into the oven, 
how muoh more will he not provide 
for you, if yo are not of little faith. 

35 Therofore take no thought, say¬ 
ing, What shall we eat? or, What 
shall we drink ? or, Wherewithal shall 
we be olothcd ? 

30 Why is it that ye murmur among 
yourselves, saying, We oannot obey 
thy words because ye have not all 
those things, and seek to exouse your¬ 
selves, saying that, After all these 
things do the Gentiles seek. 

37 Behold, I say unto you, that yoar 
heavonly Father knoweth that ye 
have need of all these things. 

38 Wherefore, seek not the things 
of this world; but Beek ye first to 
build up the kingdom of God, and to 
establish his righteousness, and all 
those things shall be added onto yon. 

30 Take, therefore, no thought for 
the morrow; for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself. 
Sufficient unto the day shall be the 
evil thereof. 

CHAPTER Til. 

Chritl instructing his disciples what to teach 
unto the. world. 

OW these are the words whioh 
Jesus taught his disciples that 
they should say unto the people. 
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2 Judge not unrighteously, that ye 
be not judgod; but judge righteous 
judgment. 

3 For with what judgment ye Bhall 
judge, ye shall be judged ; and with 
what measure ye mete, it shall 
be measured to you again. 

•1 And again, ye shall say unto 
them. Why is it that thou boholdest 
the mote that is in thy brother's eye, 
but oonsiderest not the beam that is 
in thine own eye ? 

6 Or how wilt thou say to thy bro¬ 
ther, Let me pull out the mote out of 
thine eye; and canst not behold a 
beam in thine own eye ? 

6 And Jesus said unto his disciples, 
Beholdeet thou the Scribes, and the 
Pharisees, and the Priests, and the 
Levites? They teach in their syna¬ 
gogues, but do not observe the law, 
nor the commandments; and all have 
gone out of the way, and are under 
sin. 

7 Go thou and say nnto them, Why 
teach ye men the law and the com¬ 
mandments, when ye yourselveB are 
the ohildren of corruption ? 

8 Say unto them, Ye hypocrites, 
first oast out the beam out of thine 
own eyes; and then shalt thou see 
olearly to oast out the mote out of 
thy brother's eye. 

0 Go ye into the world, saying unto 
all, Repent, for the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven has come nigh unto you. 

10 And the mysteries of the king¬ 
dom ye shall keep within yourselves; 
for it is not meet to give that whioh 
Is holy unto the dogs; neither cast 
ye your pearls unto Bwine, lest they 
trample them under their feet. 

11 F or the world oannot reoeive 
that which ye, yourselves, are not 
able to bear; wherefore ye shall not 
give your pearls unto them, lest they 
torn again and rend you. 

12 Say unto them, Ask of God ; ask, 
and it shall be given you; seek, and 
ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. 

13 For every one that asketh, re- 
oeiveth ; and he that Beeketh, findoth; 
and unto him that knooketh, it shall 
be opened. 

14 And then said his disciples unto 
him, they will say unto us, We our¬ 
selves are righteous, and need not 
that any man should teaoh ns. God, 


we know, heard Moses and aom^ of 
the prophets; but us he will not 
hear. 

15 And they will say, We have the 
law for our salvation, and that is 
sufficient for us. 

10 TheD Jesus answered, and said 
unto his disciples, thus shall ye say 
unto them, 

17 What man among you, having a 
son, and he shall be standing out, aud 
shall say, Father, open thy house that 
I may come in and sup with thee, will 
not say, Come in, my son; for mine 
is thine, and thine is mine? 

18 Or what man is there among you, 
who, if his son ask bread, will give 
him a stone ? 

10 Or if he ask a fish, will he give 
him a serpent? 

20 If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good giftB unto your ohildren, 
how muoh more shall your Father 
who is in heaven, give good things 
to Ihem that ask him ? 

21 Therefore, all things whatsoever 
ye would that men should do unto 
you, do ye even so to them; for this 
is the law and the prophets. 

22 Repent, therefore, and enter ye 
in at the straight gate; for wide is 
the gate, and broad is the way that 
leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be who go in thereat. 

23 Because straight is the gate, and 
narrow is the way that leadeth unto 
life, and few there be that find It. 

24 And, again, beware of false pro¬ 
phets, that come to you in sheep’s 
olothing; but inwardly they are ra¬ 
vening wolves. 

25 Ye shall know them by their 
fruits; for do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles? 

26 Even so every good tree bringeth 
forth good fruit; but a oorrupt tree 
bringeth forth evil fruit. 

27 A good tree cannot bring forth 
evil fruit; neither a oorrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

28 Every tree tbat bringeth not forth 
good fruit, is hewn down, and oast 
into the fire. 

29 Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them. 

30 Vorily I say unto yon, it is not 
every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, that shall enter into the king¬ 
dom of heaven; but he that doeth the 
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irUI of my Father who is In heaven. 

31 For the day soon oometh, that men 
•hall come before me to judgment, to 
be judged oooording to their works. 

32 And many will say unto me in 
that day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name; and in thy 
name oast out devils; and in thy 
name done many wonderful works? 

33 And then will I say, Ye never 
kDow me; depart from me ye that 
work iniquity. 

34 Therefore, whosoever heareth 
these sayiDgs of mine and doeth them, 
I will liken him unfo a wise man, who 
built his house upon a rock, and the 
rains descondcd, and the floods came, 
and the winds blow, and beat upon 
that house, and it fcdl not; for it was 
founded upon a rook. 

35 And evory one that hoareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall bo likonod unto a foolisb man, 
wbo built his house upon the sand; 
and the rains descended, and tho floods 
came, and the winds blew, and beat 
upon that house, and it fell; and 
great was the fall of it. 

36 And it came to pass when Jesus 
bad ended these sayings with bis dis- 
oiplos, the people were astonished at 
his doctrine; 

37 For he taught them as one hav¬ 
ing authority from God, and not as 
having authority from the Soribos. 

CHAPTER Till. 

Jtnu comes down from the mountain—Does 
many mighty works—Sends Ute devils into 
the surine, 

ND wbon Jesus was come down 
from the mountain, great multi¬ 
tudes followed him. 

2 And, behold, there o&mo a loper 
worshipping him, saying, Lord, if 
thou wilt, thou oanst mako mo oloao. 

3 Arid Jobus put forth his hand and 
touohed him, saying, I will; he thou 
•lean. And immediately his leprosy 
res oleansod. 

i And Jcbqs said unto him, See thou 
tell no man; but go thy way and 
■how thyself to tho priest, and offer 
the gift that Moses commanded, for a 
testimony nnto them. 

5 And when Jesus was entered into 
Capernaum, there came unto him a 
centurion, hoseeohlng him, and say- 
(ng, Lord, my servant lieth at home 
«iok of the palsy,grievously tormented. 
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0 And Jesus said unto him, I wiD 
come and heal him. 

7 The centurion answered and said, 
Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
shouldeet come under my roof; but 
speak the word only, and my servant 
snail be healed. 

8 For I am a man Qnder authority, 
having soldiers under me; and I say 
to this man, Go, and he goeth; and to 
another, Come, and he oometh; and 
to my servant, Do this, and he doeth 
it. 

9 And when they that followed him, 
heard this, they marvelled. And when 
Jesus heard this, he said unto them 
that followed, 

10 Verily I say unto yon, I have not 
found so great faith ; no, not in Israel. 

11 And I say unto you, that many 
Bhall oomo from the east, and tho west, 
and shall sit down with Abraham, and 
Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

12 But the ohildren of the wicked 
one shall be cast out into onter dark¬ 
ness ; there shall be weeping and 
gn&Bhing of teeth. 

13 And Jesns said unto the centu¬ 
rion, Go thy way, and as thou hast 
believed, so be it done unto thee. 
And his servant was healed in the 
self-same hour. 

14 And when Jesns was oome Into 
Potoris house, he saw his wife's mo¬ 
ther laid, and sick of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand, and 
the fever left her; and she arose and 
ministered nnto them. 

• 10 Now when the evening was come, 
they brought nnto him many that were 
possessed with devils; and he oast out 
tho evil spirits with the word, and 
boaled all that were siok. 

17 That it might he fulfilled whioh 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, Ilimself took our infirmities 
and hear our siokneeses. 

18 Now when Jesus saw great mul¬ 
titudes about him, he gave command- 
mont to depart unto the other side of 
the sea. 

19 And a certain sorihe oame nnto 
him and said, Master, I will follow 
thee whithersoever thou goest. 

20 And Jesus said nnto him, The 
foxos have holes, and the birds of the 
air have nests; but the Son of Man 
hath not where to lay his head 
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21 And another of his disoiples said 
onto him. Lord, Buffer me first to go 
and bury my father. 

22 But Jesus said unto him. Follow 
me, and let the dead bury their dead. 

23 And when he was entored into the 
ship, his disciples came unto him. 

24 And, behold, there arose a great 
tempest in tho sea, insomuch that the 
ship was oovered with the waves ; but 
he was asleep. 

25 And his disoiples came unto him, 
and awoke him, saying, Lord, save us; 
else we perish. 

26 Ana he said unto them, Why are 
ye fearful, 0 ye of little faith ? 

27 Then he arose, and rebuked the 
winds and the sea; and there was a 
great oalm. 

28 But the men marvelled, saying, 
What manner of man is this, that even 
the winds and the sea obey him? 

29 And when he was oome to the 
other side, into the oonntry of the 
Gurgesenes, thero met him a man pos¬ 
sessed of devils, coming out of the 
timbs, exoeeding fierce, so that no 
man could pass that way. 

30 And, behold, he oried out, saying, 
What have we to do with thee, Jesus, 
thou Son of Qod? Art thon come 
hither to torment us before the time ? 

31 And there was, a good way off 
from them, a herd of many swine, 
feeding. 

32 So the devils besought him, say¬ 
ing, If thou oast us out, suffer us to 
go into the herd of swine. 

33 And he said unto them, Go. And 
when they were come out, they went 
into the herd of swine; and, behold, 
the whole herd of swine ran violently 
down a steep place into the sea, and 
perished in the waters. 

34 And they that kept them fled, 
and want their way into the oity, and 
told everything whioh took place, and 
what was befallen the possessed of 
*he devils. 

35 And, behold, the whole oity oame 
ut to meet Jesus; and when they saw 

him, they besought him that he would 
depart oat of their ooasts. 

CUAPTKR IX 

/eras reketeth the Jews, with their baptism — 
Parable of the wine and bottles. 

ND Jesus entered into a ship, and 
passed over, and came into his 
twn oity. 


2 And, behold, they brought to him 
a man siok of the palsy, lying on • 
bed; and Jesus, knowing their faith, 
said unto the sick of the palsy, Son, 
be of good oheer; thy sins fce forgiven 
thee; go thy way and sin no more. 

3 And, behold, certain of the Soribea 
said within themselves, This man 
blasphemeth. 

4 And Jesus, knowing their thought*, 
said, Wherefore is it that ye think evil 
in your hearts ? 

5 For is it not easier to say, Thy 
sins be forgiven thee, than to say, 
Arise and walk. 

6 But I said this that ye may know 
that tho Son of Man hath power on 
earth to forgive Bins. 

7 Then Jesus said unto tho sick of 
the palsy, Arise, take up thy bed, 
and go unto thy house. 

8 And he immediately arose, and 
departed to his house. 

9 But when tho multitude saw it, 
they marvelled and glorified God, who 
had given such power unto men. 

10 And as Jesus passed forth from 
thenoe, he saw a man named Matthew, 
sitting at the place where they re¬ 
ceived tribute, as was customary in 
those days, and he said unto him, 
Follow me. And he arose and fol 
lowed him. 

11 And it oame to pass, as Jesus sat 
at meat in the house, behold, many 
publicans and sinners came and sat 
down with him, and with his disciples. 

12 And when the Pharisees saw 
them, they said unto his disoiples, 
Why eateth your master with publi¬ 
cans and sinners ? 

13 But when Jesus heard them, he 
said unto them, They that be whole 
need not a physician, bat they that 
are siok. 

14 But go ye and learn what this 
meanoth, I will have mercy and not 
sacrifice; for I am not oome to call 
the righteous, but sinners to repent 
anoe. 

15 And while he was thus teaching, 
there oame to him the disoiples of 
John, saying, Why do we and the 
Pharisees fast oft, but thy disoiples 
fast not ? 

16 And Jesus said unto them, Can 
the ohildren of the bride-ohamber 
mourn, as long as the bridegroom li 
with them? 




CHAPTER X. 


17 But the day 0 will oome, when 
the bridegroom shall be taken from 
them, and then shall they fast. 

18 Then said the Pharisees unto 
him, Why will ye not reoeive ns with 
our baptism, seeing we keep the whole 
law 7 

19 But Jesus said unto them, Ye 
keep not the law. If ye had kept 
the law, ye would have reoeived me, 
for I am he who gave the law. 

20 I reoeive not you with your bap¬ 
tism, because it profitcth you nothing. 

21 For whon that which is now is 
oome, the old is ready to be put away. 

22 For no man putteth a piece of 
new doth on an old garment; for 
that which is put in to (ill it up, 
taketh from the garment, and the 
rent is made worse. 

23 Neither do men put new wino 
into old bottles; elso tho bottles break, 
and the wine runnoth out, and tho 
bottles perish ; but they put new wine 
into new bottlos, and both aro pre¬ 
served. 

24 While be spake these things 
unto them, behold, thore came a cer¬ 
tain ruler and worshipped him, say¬ 
ing, My daughter is cron now dying; 
but oome and lay thy hand upon her 
and she shall live. 

26 And Jesus arose and followed 
him, and also his diBoiples, and much 
people thronged him. 

20 And, bohold, a woman whioh 
was diseased with an tBsue of blood 
twelvo years, came behind him, and 
touohed the hem of his garment. 

27 For she said within herBelf, If I 
may but touob his gnrmcDt, I shall 
be whole. 

28 But Jesus turned him about, and 
when he Baw her, he said, Danghler, 
be of good comfort; thy faith hath 
made thee whole. And the woman 
was made whole from that hour. 

29 And when Jesus oame into the 
ruler's houBO, and saw the minstrels, 
and the peoplo making a noise, 

30 He said unto them, Give plaoe; 
for the maid is not dead; but sleep- 
eth. And they laughed him to soorn. 

31 But when the people were pat 
forth, ho went in, and took her by the 
band, and tho maid arose. 

32 And the fame of Jesns went 
abroad into all that land. 

88 And whon Jesns departed tbenoe,

two blind men followed him, orying, 
and saying, Jesns, thon Son of Daria* 
have mercy on os. 

34 And when he was oome into the 
house, the blind men oame to him; 
and Jesus said unto them, Believe ye 
that I am able to do this 7 They said 
unto him, Yea, Lord. 

35 Then touched he their eyes, say¬ 
ing, According to yonr faith, be it 
anto you. 

30 And their eyes were opened; and 
straitly he oharged them, saying, 
Keep my commandments, and seo ye 
toll no man in this plaoe, that no man 
know it. 

37 But they, when they were de¬ 
parted, spread abroad hie fame in all 
that country. 

38 And as they went oat, behold, 
they brought to him a dumb man 
possessed with a devil. 

39 And when the devil was cast out, 
the dumb man spake. And the mul¬ 
titudes marvelled, saying, It was never 
so seen in Israel. 

40 But the Pharisees said, He caBteth 
out the devils, through the prince of 
the devils. 

41 And Jesas went about all the 
oities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaohing the gospel 
of the kingdom, and healing every 
siokness and disease among the peo¬ 
ple. 

42 But when he saw the multitudes, 
he was moved with compassion on 
them, because they faintea, and were 
scattered abroad, as sheep having no 
shephord. 

43 Then said he onto his disciples, 
The harvest truly is plenteous, bat 
the laborers are few. 

44 Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth laborers 
into his harvest. 

CHAPTER X. 

Christ ocdUth the TScWw— GHi veth them power 

over unclean spirits—-Sendeth them forth— 

Instructs them what to do. 

ND when he had oalled onto him 
bis twelve disoiples, he gave 
them power over unclean spirits, to 
oast them out, and to heal all manner 
of sickness and all manner of disease. 

2 Now the names of the twelve 
apostles were these; the first Simeon, 
who is oalled Peter, and Andrew his 
brother; James the son of Zebedea, 
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ind John bis hrother; Philip, and 
Bartholomew; Thomas, and Matthew 
the publican; James the son of 
Atpheus, and LebbeuB, whoso surname 
was Thaddeus; Simon the Cana&nite, 
and Judas Iscariot, who also betrayed 
him. 

3 These twelve Jesus sent forth, and 
commanded them, saying, 

4 Go not into the way of the Gentiles, 
and enter ye not into any oity of the 
Samaritans. 

5 But rather go to the lost sheep of 
the hoose of Israel. 

6 And as ye go, preaoh, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

7 Ileal the Bick ; cleanse the lepers; 
raise the dead; east out dovils; freely 
ye have received, freely give. 

8 Provide neither gold, nor silver, 
nor brass in yonr purses. 

9 Nor scrip for your journey, neither 
two coats, neither shoes, nor yet staves; 
for the workman is worthy of his meat. 

10 And into whatsoever town or oity 
ye shall enter, enquire who in it is 
worthy, and there abide till ye go 
thonoe. 

11 And when ye some into a house, 
salute it; and if the house be worthy, 
let your peaoe come upon it; bnt if 
it he not worthy, let your peace return 
to you. 

12 And whosoever shall not reoeive 
you, nor hear yonr words, when ye 
depart out of that house, or city, 
shake ofF the dust of your feet for a 
testimony against them. 

13 And, verily, I say unto you, it 
shall bo more tolerable for the land 
of Sodom and Gomorrah in the day 
of judgment, than for that oity. 

14 Ilehold, ! send yon forth as sheep 
in the midst of wolves; be ye there¬ 
fore wise servants, and as harmless 
as doves. 

15 But, beware of men; for they 
will deliver you up to the councils, 
and they will soonrge you in their 
synagogues. 

18 And ye shall be brought before 
governors and kings for my sake, for 
a testimony against them and the 
Gentiles. 

17 Bnt when they deliver yon op, 
take no thought how or what ye shall 
speak; for it shall be given yon in 
tnat same hour what ye shall speak ; 
for It Is not ye that speak, but the 


Spirit of yonr Father whloh speaketb 
in yon. 

18 And the hrother shall deliver np 
the brother to death, and the father 
the child; and the children shall 
raise up against their parents and 
cause them to be put to aeath. 

19 And ye shall be hated of all the 
world for my name’s sake ; but he 
that endureth to the end shall be 
saved. 

20 But when they persecute you in 
one oity, flee ye into another; for 
verily, I say unto you, Te shall not 
have gone over the cities of Israel, 
till the Son of Man has come. 

21 Remember, the disciple is not 
above his master; nor the servant 
above his lord. It is enough that 
the disciple be as bis master, and the 
servant as his lord. 

22 If they have called the master 
of the house Beelzebub, bow muob 
more shall they call them of his house¬ 
hold. 

23 Fear them not, therefore; for 
there is nothing covered, that shall 
not be revealed; and hid, that shall 
not be known. 

24 What I tell you in darkness, 
preach ye in light; and whatever 
ye hear in the ear, preach ye upon 
the housetops. 

25 And fear not them who are able 
to kill the body, hnt are not able to 
kill the soul; but rather fear him 
who is ahle to destroy both soul and 
body in hell. 

26 Are not two sparrows cold for a 
farthing? And one of them shall 
not fall to the ground without your 
Father knoweth it. 

27 And the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. Fear ye not, 
therefore; ye are of more value than 
many sparrows. 

28 Whosoever, therefore, shall con¬ 
fess me before men, him will I confess 
also hefore my Father who is in heaven. 

20 But whosoever shall deny me be¬ 
fore men, him will I also deny before 
my Father who is in heaven. 

30 Think not that I am come to 
send peaoe on earth; I came not to 
send peace, but a sword. 

31 For I am come to set a man at 
variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and 
the daughter-in-law against her mo- 
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ther ln-law; and a man’s foes will 
be they of his own household. 

32 lie who loveth father and mother 
moro than mo, is not worthy of me; 
and he who lovolh son or daughter 
more than me, is not worthy of me. 

33 And he who taketh not bis cross 
and followeth after me, is not worthy 
of me. 

3-1 He who seeketh to save his life 
shall lose it; and he who losoth his 
life for my sako shall find it. 

35 lie who recoiveth you, reoeiveth 
me; and he who reoeiveth me, re¬ 
coiveth him who sent me. 

30 He that reoeiveth a prophet, in 
the name of a prophet, shall receive 
a prophet’s reward. 

37 He that receiveth a righteous 
man, in the name of a righteous man, 
shall receive a righteous man’s re¬ 
ward. 

38 And whosoever shall givo to 
drink unto one of those littlo ones, 
a eup of cold water only in tho name 
of a disciple, verily, I say unto you, 
he shall in no wise loso his reward. 

CHAPTER XI. 

John imdeth his disciples to C7irvi£— Testi¬ 
mony of Christ concerning John. 

ND it came to pass, whon Jesus 
had made an end of command¬ 
ing his twolve disciples, he departed 
thence to leaoh and to preaoh in their 
eitios. 

2 Now when John had hoard in the 
prison the words of Christ, he sent 
two of his disciples, 

3 And they said unto him, Art thou 
ho of whom it is written in the pro- 
ph ets that he should oozno, or do wo 
look for another ? 

4 Josub answered and said unto 
them, Go and tell John again of those 
thiugs whioh ye do bear and see; 

5 How that the blind receive their 
sight, and the lame walk, and the 
lepers are oloansed, and the deaf hear, 
and the dead are raised up, and the 
poor hare the gospel proaohed unto 
thorn. 

0 And blessed is John, and whoso¬ 
ever shall not be offended in mo. 

7 And as they departed, Jesus be¬ 
gan to say unto the multitudes oon- 
ooraing John, What went ye out into 
the wilderness to see? Was it a reed 
shaken with the wind? And they 
answered him, No. 


8 And he said. But what went ye 
out for to see 7 Was it a man clothed 
in soft raiinont ? Behold they that 
wear soft raiment are in kings’ houses. 

9 But what wont ye out for to see ? 
A prophet? Yea, I say unto you, 
ana more than a prophet. 

10 For this is the one of whom it 
is written, Behold, I send my messen¬ 
ger before thy face, whioh shall pre¬ 
pare thy way before thee. 

11 Verily, I say onto you, Among 
them that are born of women, there 
hath not risen a greater than John 
the Baptist; notwithstanding, he 
that is least in the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven, is greater than he. 

12 And from the days of John the 
Baptist until now, the kingdom of 
heaven sulforeth violence, and the 
violent take it by force. 

13 But the day will oome, when the 
violent shall have no power; for all 
the prophets and the law prophesied 
that it should be thus until John. 

14 Yea, as many as have prophesied 
have foretold of these days. 

15 And if ye will receive it, verily, 
he was the Elias, who was for to oome 
and prepare all things. 

16 He that hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

17 But whereunto shall I liken this 
generation ? 

18 It is like unto children sitting In 
the markets, and oalling unto their 
fellows, and saying, We have piped 
unto you, and ye have not danoed; 
we have mourned for you, and ye 
have not lamented. 

19 For John oame neither eating nor 
drinking, and they say, He hath a 
devil. 

20 The Son of Man oame eating 
and drinking, and they say, Behold, 
a gluttonous man and a wine-bibber, 
a friend of publioanB and sinners. 

21 But I say unto you, Wisdom is 
justified of her ohildron. 

22 Then began he to upbraid the 
oities wherein most of nis mighty 
works were done, because they repent¬ 
ed not. 

23 Woo unto thee, Chorazin! Woe 
unto thee, BethBaida! For if the 
mighty works whioh were done in 
you, had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, they would have repented long 
■inoe in saokoloth and ashes. 
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24 But \ say unto you. It shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at 
the day of judgment, than for you. 

25 And thou, Capernaum, which art 
exalted unto heaven, shatt bo brought 
down to hell; for if the mighty works 
which have been done in thee, had 
been done in Sodom, it would have 
remained until this day. 

26 But I say unto you, it shall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom 
in the day of judgment, than for thee. 

27 And at that time, there came a 
voice out of heaven, and Jesus an¬ 
swered and said, I thank thee, 0 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, 
hecauBe thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast 
revealed them unto babes. Even so, 
Father, for so it seemed good in thy 
sight! 

28 All things are delivered uDto me 
of my Father; and no man knoweth 
the Son, but the Father; neither 
knoweth any man the Father, save 
the Son, and they to whom the Son 
will rorenl himself; they shall see 
the Father also. 

29 Then Bpake Jesus, saying, Come 
unto me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest. 

30 Take my yoke upon you, and 
lenm of me; for I am moek and 
lowly in heart; and ye shall find rest 
unlo your souls; for my yoke is easy 
and my burden is light. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Jfsu* Isachn the Scribet and Pharisee* — Jte- 
sifrrti a withered hand on the Sabbath day. 
T that time Jesus went on the 
Sabbath day through the corn ; 
and his disciples were an hungered, 
and began to pluok the ears of oorn 
and to eat. 

2 But when the Pharisees saw them, 
they said unto him, Behold, thy disci¬ 
ples do that whioh is not lawful to do 
upon the Sabbath day. 

3 But he said onto them, Have ye 
not read what David did, when he 
was an hungered, and they who were 
with him ? How he entered into the 
house of Qod, and did eat the shew- 
bread, whioh was not lawful for him 
to cat, neither for them whioh were 
with him ; but only for the priests ? 

4 Or have ye not read in the law, 
how that on the Sabhath day the 
priests in the temple profane the Sab¬ 


bath, and ye say they are blameless ? 

5 But I say unto you, that in thii 
place is one greater than the temple. 

6 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will have mercy and not 
sacrifice, ye would not havo condemn¬ 
ed the guiltless. For the Son of Man 
is Lord even of the Sabbath. 

7 And when he was departed thenoe, 
he went into their synagogues. 

8 And, behold, there was a man 
which had a withered hand. And 
they asked him, saying, Is it lawful 
to heal on the Sabbath days ? that 
they might accuse him. 

9 And he said unto them, What man 
shall there be among you that shall 
have one sheep, and if it fall into a 

f >it on the Sabbath day, will he not 
ay hold on it and lift it out ? 

10 How much then is a man better 
than a sheep ? Wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on tho Sabbath days. 

11 Then said he to the man, 6tretch 
forth thine hand; and he stretched it 
forth, and it was restored whole, liko 
unto the other. 

12 Then the Pharisees went out an! 
held a council against him, how they 
might destroy him. 

13 But Jesus knew when they took 
counsel, and he withdrew himself from 
thenoe; and great multitudes followed 
him, and he healed their sick, and 
charged them that they should not 
make him known; 

14 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 
saying, Bohold my servant, whom I 
have chosen; my beloved, in whom 
my soul is well pleased. 

15 I will put my Spirit upon him, 
and he shall show judgment to the 
Gentiles. He shall not strive, nor 
cry; neither shall any man hear his 
voioe in the streets. 

16 A bruised reed shall he not hreak, 
and smoking flax shall he notquenoh ; 
till he send forth judgment onto vic¬ 
tory. 

17 And in his name shall the Gen¬ 
tiles trust. 

18 Then was brought unto him one 
OBiessed with a devil, blind and 
limb; and he healed him; insomuoh 
that the blind and dumb hoth spake 
and saw. 

19 And all the people were arnased, 
and said. Is this the Son of David? 
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20 But when the Pharisees heard 
!hal ho had cast out tho devil, they 
paid, This man doth not oaBt out 
devils, hut by Beelzebub the prinoe 
of devils. 

21 And Jesus knew their thoughts, 
and said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought to 
desolation ; and every city or house 
divided against itself, shall not stand. 
And if Satan cast out Satan, he is 
divided against himself; how then 
ihnll his kingdom stand? 

22 And if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children cast 
out devils? Therefore they shall be 
your judges. 

23 But if I cast out devils by the 
Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is oome unto you. For they also 
cast out devils by the Spirit of God, 
for unto them is given power over 
devils, that they may cast them out. 

24 Or else, how can one enter into a 
strong man's house, and spoil his 
goods, except he first bind the strong 
man, nnd then he will spoil bis house? 

25 no that is not with me is against 
mo, and ho that gathereth not with 
mo soattereth abroad. 

26 Wherefore I gay unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men wno recoive me 
and repent; but the blasphemy against 
the Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven 
unto men. 

27 And whosoover shall speak a word 
against the Son of Man, it shall be 
forgiven him; but whosoever speak- 
oth against tho Holy Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him; neither in this 
world ; neither in the world to oome. 

28 Either make the tree good and 
his fruit good ; or else make the tree 
oorrupt, and bis fruit corrupt; for the 
tree is known by the fruit. 

29 And Jesus said, 0 ye generation 
of vipers! how can ye, being evil, 
sneak good things? For out of the 
armndanoe of the heart the mouth 
rpeaketh. 

30 A good man, out of the good trea- 
rure of the heart, bringeth forth good 
things; and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure, bringeth forth evil things. 

31 And again I say unto you, That 
every idle word which men shall 
•peak, they shall give aooount there¬ 
of in the day of judgment. 


32 For by thy words thon shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt 
be condemned. 

33 Thou certain of the Poribes and 
of the Pharisees answered, saying, 
Master, we would see a sign from 
thee. But he answered and said unto 
them, 

34 An evil and adulterous genera¬ 
tion soeketh after a sign; and there 
shall no sign be given to it, but the 
sign of the prophet Jonas; for as 
Jonas was threo days and three nights 
in the whalo's belly, so shall the Son 
of Man be three days and three nights 
in the heart of the earth. 

35 The men of Nineveh shall rise 
up in judgment with this generation, 
and shall condemn it, because they 
repented at the preaohing of Jonas; 
and ye, behold, a greater than Jonas 
is here. 

36 The queen of the south shall rise 
up in the day of judgment with this 
generation, and shall condemn it; for 
Bhe oame from the uttermost parts of 
the earth to hear the wisdom of Solo¬ 
mon ; and ye, behold, a greater than 
Solomon is here. 

37 Then oame some of the Scribes 
and said unto him, Master, it is writ¬ 
ten that, Every sin shall be forgiven; 
bat ye say, Whosoover speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be 
forgiven. And they asked him, saying, 
How oan these things be ? 

38 And he said onto them, When the 
unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he 
walketh through dry places, seeking 
rest and finding none; bnt when a 
man speaketh against the Holy Ghost, 
then he saith, I will return into my 
house from whence I oame out; and 
when he is oome, he findeth him empty, 
swept and garnished; for the good 
spirit leaveth him unto himself. 

39 Then goeth the evil spirit, and 
taketh with him seven other spirits 
more wioked than himself; and they 
enter in and dwell there ; and the last 
end of that man is worse than the first. 
Even so shall it be also unto this 
wioked generation. 

40 And while he yet talked with the 
eople, behold, his mother and his 
rethren stood without, desiring to 

speak with him. 

41 Then one said unto him, Behold, 
thy mother and thy brethren stand 
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without, desiring to speak with thee. 

42 But he answered and said unto 
the man that told him, Who in my 
mother? and who are my brethren? 

43 And he stretched forth hie hand 
toward his disciples, and said. Behold 
my mother and my brethren ! 

44 And ho gave them charge con¬ 
cerning her, Baying, I go my way, for 
iny Father hath sent me. And who¬ 
soever Bhall do the will of my Father 
which is in heaven, the same is my 
brother, and sister, and mother. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

fetus Itochu the muliilude in parable j. Jb- 
rable of ike tower—of the tares—grain 
of mustard teed. 

ND it came to pass the same day, 
Jesus went out of the house, and 
sat by the Bea side. 

2 And great multitudes were gather¬ 
ed togother unto him, so that he went 
into a ship, and sat; and the whole 
multitude stood on the shore. 

3 And ho spake many things unto 
them in parables, Baying, Behold, a 
sower went forth to sow. 

4 And when he sowed, some seeds 
fell by the wayBide, and the fowls 
mine and devoured them up. 

5 Some foil upon stony placet?, where 
they had not muoh earth; and forth¬ 
with they sprung up ; and when the 
sun was up, thoy were scorched, he- 
oause they had no deepnesB of earth ; 
and hecauso thoy had no root, thoy 
withered away. 

6 And some fell among thorns, and 
the thorns Bprung up and choked them. 

7 But othera fell into good ground, 
and brought forth fruit; some an 
hundred fold, some sixty-fold, some 
thirty-fold. Who hath ears to hear, 
let him hoar. 

8 Then the disoiplos came and said 
unto him, Why speakest thou unto 
them in parables ? 

0 He answered and said unto them. 
Because it is given unto you to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven, but to them it is not givon. 

10 Far whosoever reoeiveth, to him 
shall be given, and he shall have 
more abundance; 

11 But whosoever oontinueth not to 
receive, from him shall betakon away 
even that he hath. 

12 Therefore speak I to thorn in pa¬ 
rables ; because they, seeing, see not; 


and hearing, they hear not; neither 
do they understand. 

13 And in them is fulfilled the pro¬ 
phesy of Esaias concerning them, 
which aaith, By hearing, ye shall hear 
and shall not understand ; and seeing, 
ye shall see and shall not perceive. 

14 For this people's heart is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hear¬ 
ing, and their eyes they have closed, 
lest at any time thoy should see with 
their eyes and hear with their ears, 
and should understand with their 
hearts, and should he converted, ao< 
I should heal them. 

15 But blessed are your eyes, for 
they see ; and your ears, for they hear. 
And blessed are you because these 
thinge are oome unto you, that you 
might understand them. 

18 And verily, I say unto you, many 
rightoouB prophets have desired to see 
these days wnich you see, and have 
not seen them; and to hear that 
which you hear, and have not heard. 

17 Hear ye therefore the parable of 
the-sower. 

18 When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and understandeth 
not, then aometh the wicked one, and 
taketh away that which was sown in 
his heart; this is he who reoeiveth 
seed by the waysido. 

19 But he that received the seed in¬ 
to stony places, the same is he that 
heareth tho word and readily with joy 
receiveth it, yet he hath not root 
in himself, and endureth but for a 
a while; for when tribulation or per¬ 
secution ariseth because of the word, 
by and by he is offended. 

20 He also who received seed 
among the thomB, is he that heareth 
the word; and the care of this world 
and the deceitfulness of riches, ohoke 
tho word, and ho becometb unfruitful. 

21 But he who received seed into 
the good ground, is ho who heareth 
the word and understandeth and en- 
duroth ; which also boareth fruit, and 
bringeth forth, some an hundred-fold, 
some sixty, and some thirty. 

22 Another parable put he forth 
onto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is likoned unto a man who 
sowed good seed in his field; 

23 But while he slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the 
wheal, and went his way. 
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24 But when the blade sprung up, 
and brought forth fruit, then appeared 
the tares also. 

25 So the Borvants of the house¬ 
holder oarne and said unto him, Sir, 
didst not thou sow good seed in thy 
field ? whenoe then hath it tares ? 

26 lie said unto them, An enemy 
hath done thiB. 

27 And tho servants said unto him, 
Wilt thou that we go and gathor them 
up ? 

28 But he said, Nay; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also 
tho wheat with them. 

29 Let both grow together until the 
harvest, and in the time of harvest, 
I will say to the reapers, Gather ye 
togclhor first the whoat into my bam; 
and the tares are bound in bundles to 
he burned. 

30 And another parable put he forth 
unto thou), flaying, The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
eued, which a mau took and sowed 
in his field; 

31 Which indeed is the least of all 
Bceds; but when it is grown, it is the 
greatest among herbs, and beoomoth 
a tree, so that the birds of the air come 
and lodge in the branches thereof. 

32 Another parable snake he unto 
them, The kingdom of heaven is liko 
onto leaven, which a woman took and 
bid in three measures of meal, until 
tho whole was leavened. 

33 All theso things spake Jesus unto 
the multitudes in parables ; and with¬ 
out a parable spako he not unto them, 

34 That it might bo fulfilled which 
waB spoken by tho prophets, saying, 
I will open my mouth in parables ; I 
will utter things which have been 
kept secret from the foundation of the 
world. 

35 Tbon Josus sent tho multitude 
away, and went into tho house. And 
his disciples came unto him, saying, 
Declare unto us tho parable of the 
lares of the field. 

36 Uo answered and said unto them, 
He that sowoth the good seed is tho 
Son of Man. 

37 The field iB the world ; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom; 
but tho tares are the ohildron of the 
wioked. 

38 Tho enemy that sowed them is 
the devil. 
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39 Theharvostistheendoftheworld, 
or the destruction of the wioked. 

40 The reapers are the angels, or 
the mossongers sent of heaven. 

41 As, therefore, the tares are ga¬ 
thered and burned in the fire, so shall 
it be in the end of this world, or the 
destruction of the wioked. 

42 For in that day, before the Son 
of Man shall some, he shall send 
forth his angels and messengers of 
heaven. 

43 And they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all things which offend, and 
them whioh do iniquity, and shall 
oast them out among the wicked; and 
there shall be wailing and gnashing 
of teeth. 

44 For tho world shall be burned 
with fire. 

45 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun, in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

46 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a treasure hid in a field. 
And when a man hath found a trea¬ 
sure wbioh is hid, he seoureth it, and, 
straightway, for joy thereof, goeth 
and selloth all that he hath, and bny- 
eth that field. 

47 And again, the kingdom of heaven 
is liko unto a merchantman, seeking 
goodly pearls, who, when he had found 
a pearl of great price, went and sold 
all that he had and bought it. 

48 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a net that was cast into 
the sen, and gathered of every kind, 
whioh, when it was full, thoy drew to 
shore, and sat down, and gathered 
the good into vessels; but oast the 
bad away. 

49 Bo shall It be at the end of the 
world. 

50 And the world is the children of 
the wioked. 

51 The angels shalt oomo forth, and 
sever tho wicked from among the just, 
and shall oast them out into the world 
to be burned. There shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

52 Then Jobus Baid unto them, Have 
ye understood all these things? They 
say unto him, Yea, Lord. 

53 Then said he unto them, Every 
soribe well instructed in the things 
of the kingdom of heaven, is like 
onto a householder; a man, therefore, 
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whioh bring<*th forth out of his trea¬ 
sure that which ib new and old. 

54 And it came to pass, when Jesus 
had finished these parables, he de¬ 
parted thence. 

55 And when bo was come into his 
own country, he taught them in their 
synagogues, insomuch that they were 
astonished, and said, Whence hath 
this Jesus this wisdom and these 
taighty works? 

50 Is not this the carpenter's son ? 
Is not his mother oalled Mary ? And 
his brethren, James, and Joses, and 
Simon, and Judas? And his sisters, 
are they not all with us? 

57 Whence then hath this man all 
these things? And they were offended 
at him. 

58 But Jesus said unto them, A 
prophet is not without honour, save 
in his own country, and in his own 
house. 

59 And he did not many mighty 
works there, because of their unbelief. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

John the Baptist beheaded — A multitude 
miraculously fed. 

T that time, Herod the tetrarch 
heard of the fame of Jesus, and 
said unto his servants, Tbis is John 
the Baptist; he is risen from the 
dead, and, therefore, mighty works 
do Bhow forth themselves in him. 

2 For Herod had laid hands on 
John, and bound him, and put him 
in prison, for Hcrodias’ sake, his 
brotner Philip’s wife. 

3 For JohD said unto him, It is not 
lawful for thee to have her. 

4 And when he would have put him 
to death, he feared the multitude, be¬ 
cause they counted him as a prophet. 

5 But when Herod’s birthday was 
kept, the daughter of Ilerodias danced 
before them and pleased Herod. 

0 Whereupon he promised with an 
oath to give her whatever she would 
ask. 

7 And she, being before instructed 
of her mother, said, Give me here, 
John Baptist’s head in a charger. 

8 And the king was sorry; never¬ 
theless for the oath’s sake, and them 
whioh sat with him at meat, he com¬ 
manded it to be given. 

9 And he sent and beheaded John 
In the prison. 

10 And his head wa9 brought in a 


charger, and given o the damsel; 
and she brought it to her mother. 

11 And h is disciples came and took 
up the body, and buried it; and went 
and told Jesus. 

12 When Jesus heard that John was 
beheaded, he departed thence by ship 
into a desert place apart; and when 
the people had heard of him, they 
followed him on foot out of the cities. 

13 And Jesus went forth, and Baw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
compassion towards them, and he 
healed their sick. 

14 And when it was evening, his 
disciples came to him, saying, This 
is a desert place, and the lime is now 
past; send the multitude away, that 
they may go into the villages and 
buy themselves victuals. 

15 But Jesus Baid onto them, They 
need not depart; give ye them to 
eat. 

10 And they said unto him, We have 
here but five loavcB and two fishes. 
He said, Bring them hither to me. 

17 And he commanded the multi 
tude to sit down on the grass; and 
he took the five loaves and the two 
fishes, and looking np to heaven, he 
blessed and broke, and gave the 
loaves to the disciples, and the dis¬ 
ciples, to the multitude. 

18 And they did all eat, and were 
filled. And they took up of the frag¬ 
ments that remained, twelve baskets- 
ful. And they that had eaten wer*» 
about five thousand men, besides wo¬ 
men and children. 

19 And straightway Jesns constrain¬ 
ed his disciples to get into a ship, 
and to go before him unto the other 
side, while he sent the multitudes 
away. And when he had sent the 
multitudes away, he went np into a 
mountain, apart, to pray. 

20 And when the even was come, ho 
was there alone. But the ship was 
now in the midst of the Bea, tossed 
with the waves; for the wind was 
oontrary. 

21 And in the fourth watoh of the 
night, Jesus went unto them, walking 
on tbo sea. 

22 And when the disciples saw him 
walking on the sea, they were troubled, 
Baying, It is a spirit; and they oried 
out for fear. 

23 But straightway Jesus apakt 
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onto them, saying, Be of good cheer; I ment of God of none effeot by your 


it is I; be not afraid. 

24 And Peter answered him and 
■aid, Lord, if it bo thou, bid me come 
□nto thee on the water. And he said. 
Come. 

25 And when Peter was oorne down 
oat of the ship, he walked on the 
water, to go to Jesus. But when ho 
saw the wind boisterous, he was 
afraid; and, beginning to sink, he 
oried, saying, Lord, save me. 

26 And immediately Jesus stretched 
forth his hand, and oaught him, and 
said unto him, 0 thou of little faith, 
wherefore didst thou doubt? 

27 And when they were come into 
the ship, the wind ceased. 

26 Then they that were in the ship, 
came and w ^rshippod him, saying, 
Of a truth, thou art the Son of God. 

29 And when they wero gone over, 
thoy came into the land of Genne- 
sarot. 

30 And when tho men of that plaoe 
had knowledge of him, they sont out 
into all that country round about, and 
brought unto him all that wore dis¬ 
eased; and besought him that they 
might only touch the hem of his gar¬ 
ment; and as many as touohed, wero 
made perfeotly whole. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Christ goeih into the. coasts of Tyre and Si- 
don — Great multitudes come to him — He 
heals the lame, the blind , and dumb. 

HEN came to Jesus, Scribes and 
Pharisees, which were of Jeru¬ 
salem, Baying, 

2 Why do thy disciples transgress 
the tradition of the elders ? For thoy 
wash not their hands when they eat 
broad. 

3 But ho answered and said unto 
them, Why do ye also transgress the 
commandment of God by your tradi¬ 
tions ? 

4 For God commanded, saying, Ho¬ 
nour thy father and mother; and, He 
that curseth father or mother, let him 
die the death which Moses shall ap¬ 
point. 

5 But ye say, Whosoever shall say 
to father or mother, By whatsoever 
thou mightest be profited by me, it is 
a gift from one, and honour not his 
fathor or methor, it is woll. 

6 Thus have ye made the com man d- 


traditiom. 

7 0 ye hypocrites! woll did Esaiai 
prophesy of yon, saying, This people 
draw nigh unto me with their month, 
and honoureth me with their lips; 
but their heart is far from me. 

6 But in vain do they worship me, 
teaching the doctrines and command¬ 
ments of men. 

9 And he called the multitude and 
said unto them. Hear, and under¬ 
stand. 

10 Not that whioh gocth into the 
mouth defileth a man; but that which 
oometh out of the mouth, this defileth 
the man. 

11 Then oame his disciples and said 
unto him, Rnowest thou that the 
Pharisees woro offended, after they 
heard this saying ? 

12 But he answered and said, Every 
lant whioh my heavenly Father 
ath not planted, shall be rooted 

S*3 Let them alone; they be blind 
leaders of the blind ; and if the hlind 
lead the blind, both shall fall into the 
ditoh. 

14 Then answered Peter and said 
unto him, Deolare unto us this para¬ 
ble. 

15 And Jesus said, Are ye also yet 
without understanding ? 

16 Do ye not yet understand, that 
whatsoever entereth in at the mouth 
goeth into the belly, and is oast into 
the draught ? 

17 But those things whioh prooeed 
out of the mouth, oome fortn from 
tho heart; and they defile the man. 

16 For out of the hoart prooeed evil 
thoughts, murders, adultery, fornica¬ 
tions, thefts, false witness, blasphe¬ 
mies ; 

19 These are things which defile a 
man. But to eat with unwashen 
hands defileth not a man. 

20 Then Jesus went thenoe, and de- 
artod into the ooasts of Tyre and 
idon. 

21 And, behold, a woman of Canaan 
oame out of the same ooasts, and oried 
unto him, saying, Have mercy on 
me, 0 Lord, thou Son of David; my 
daughter is grievously vexed with a 
devil. 

22 But he answered her not a word. 
And his disoiples oame and besought 
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him, saying, Send her away ; for she 
erieth after us. 

23 He answered, I am not sent but 
□nto the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel. 

24 Then came she and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord, help me. 

25 Bat he answered and said, It is 
not meet to take the children's bread 
and oast it to dogs. 

26 And she said, Truth, Lord; yet 
tho dogs eat the crumbs that fall from 
the master's table. 

27 Then Jesus answered and said 
unto her, 0 woman, great is thy 
faith; be it unto thee even as thou 
wilt. And her daughter was made 
whole from that very hour. 

26 And Jesus departed from thence, 
and came nigh unto the sea of Ga¬ 
lilee; and went up into a mountain, 
and sat down there. 

29 And great multitudes came unto 
him, having with them some lame, 
hlind, dumh, maimed, and many 
others, and cast them down at Jesus' 
feet; and he healed them; insomuch 
that the multitude wondered, when 
they saw the dumb to speak, the 
maimed to be whole, the lame to 
walk, and the blind to see. And they 
glorified the Qod of Israel. 

30 Then Je9us called his disciples 
and said, I havo compassion’'on the 
multitude, because they continue with 
me now three days, and have nothing 
to eat; and I will not send them away 
fasting, lest they faint in the way. 

31 And his disciples say unto him, 
Whence should wo have so much 
bread in the wilderness, so as to fill 
so great a multitude. 

32 And JesuB said unto them, How 
many loaves have ye ? And they 
•aid. Seven, and a few little fiBbes. 

33 And he commanded tho multi¬ 
tude to sit down on the ground. 

34 And he took the seven loaves, and 
the fishes, and gavo thanks, and 
brake the broad, and gave to his dis- 
oiples, and the disoiples, to tho multi¬ 
tude. 

35 And they did all eat, and were 
filled. And they took up of the 
broken meat seven baskots full. 

36 And they that did eat, were four 
thousand men, besides women and 
ohildren. 

37 And he sent away the multitude, 


and took ship, and came into the 
coast of Magdala. 

CHAPTER XVL 

Jttut cometh to the coast of Ctetorea Phi- 
lippi—Atkt hit diiciplej who mat Jay 
he it — who they i ay he it — Delivers imUq 
P eter the keys of the kingdom. 

T HE Pharisees also, with the Sad- 
ducecs, came, and tempting Je¬ 
sus, desired him that he would show 
them a sign from heaven. 

2 And he answered and said unto 
them, When it is evening ye Bay, 
Tho weather is fair; and in the morn¬ 
ing yo say, The weather is foul to¬ 
day ; for the sky is red and lowering. 

3 0 hypocrites ! ye can discern the 
faco of the sky; but ye oannot tell 
the Bigns of the times. 

4 A wioked and adulterous genera¬ 
tion sceketh after a sign; and there 
shall no sign be given unto it, but 
the sign of the prophet Jonas. 

5 And be left them and departed. 

6 And when his disciples were come 
to the other side, they had forgotten 
to take bread. 

7 Then Jesus said unto them, Take 
heed and beware of the leaven of 
the Pharisees and of the Sadducces. 

8 And they reasoned among them¬ 
selves, saying, He said this because 
we have taken no bread. 

9 And when they reasoned among 
themselves, Jesus perceived it; and 
he said unto them, 0 ye of little 
faith! why reason ye among your¬ 
selves, beoause ye have brought no 
breed ? 

10 Do ye not yet understand, neither 
remember the five loaves of the five 
thousand, and how many baskets ye 
took up? 

11 Neither tho seven loaves of the 
four thousand, and how many baskets 
ye look up ? 

12 IIow is it that you do not under- 
stand, that I spoke not onto you con¬ 
cerning bread, that you should be¬ 
ware of the leaven of the Pharisee! 
and of the Sadduoees ? 

13 Then understood they, how that 
he bade them not beware of the 
leaven of broad, but of the dootrine 
of the Pharisees and of Sadduoees. 

14 And when Jesus came iuto the 
coast of Cssarea Philippi, he asked 
bis disoiples, saying, Whom do men 
■ay that I, the Son of Man, am 7 



CHAPTER XVIL 


10 And they said. Some say John 
the Baptist; some Elias; and others 
JeremiaB; or one of the prophets. 

10 lie said unto them. But whom 
say yo that I am 7 

17 And Simon Peter answered and j 
said, Thou art the Christ, the 6on of 
the living God. 

18 And Jesus answered and said 1 
unto him, BlesBod art thou, Simon 
Barjona ; for flesh and blood hath not 
revealed this unto thee, hut my 
Father who is in heaven. 

10 And I say also unto thee, That 
thou art Peter; and upon this rook I 
will build my church, and the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against it. 

20 And I will give unto thee the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven; and 
whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth, 
shall be bound in heaven; and what¬ 
soever tbou shalt looso on earth, shall 
be loosed in heaven. 

21 Then charged he hiB disoiples 
that they should tell no man that he 
was Jesus, the Christ. 

22 From that time forth began Jesus 
to show unto his disciples, how that 
he must go to Jerusalem, and suffer 
many things of the elder9, and chief 

riests, and Soribes, and be killed, and 
e raised again the third day. 

23 Thou Peter took him, and began 
to rebuke him, saying, Be it far from 
thee, Lord; this shall not be done 
unto thee. 

24 But he turned and said unto 
Peter, Get thee behind me, Satan; 
thou art an offenoe unto mo; for thou 
savourest not of the thingB which be 
of God, but those that be of men. 

25 Then Baid Jesus unto his disoiples, 
If any man will oome after me, let 
him deny himBelf, and take up his 
oross and follow me. 

26 And now for a man to take up 
hi b oross, is to deny himself all un¬ 
godliness, and every worldly lust, and 
keep my oommandmonts. 

27 Break not my oommandmonts 
for to save your lives; for whosoever 
will save his life in this world, shall 
lose it in the world to oome. 

28 And whosoever will lose his life 
In this world, for my sake, shall find 
It In tbo world to oome. 

29 Therefore, forsake the world, and 
save your souls; for what is a man 
profited, If he shall gain the whole 
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world, and lose his own souJ 7 Oi 
what shall a man give in exohange 
for his soul 7 

30 For the 6on of Man shall corns 
in the glory of his Father, with hil 
angels; and then he shall reward 
every man according to bis works. 

31 Verily, I say unto you, There be 
some standing here, which shall no 4 
taste of death, till they Bee the Soi 
of Man ooming in hia kingdom. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Christ tmntfiffured upon the mountain. 
ND after six days, Jesus taketl 
Poter, James, and John his hro 
ther, and bringeth them up into a 
high mountain, apart, and was trans¬ 
figured hefore them ; and his faoedid 
shine as the sun, and his raiment was 
white as the light. 

2 And, behold, there appeared unto 
them Moses and Elias, talking with 
him. 

3 Then answered Peter, and said 
unto Jesns, Lord, it is good for us to 
bo here; if thou wilt, let ub mak« 
here three tabernacles; one for thee, 
one for Moses, and one for Elias. 

4 While he yet spake, behold, a 
light oloud overshadowed them ; and, 
behold, a voice out of the oloud, 
which eaid, This is my beloved Bon, 
in whom I am well pleased; hear y« 
him. 

6 And when the disciples heard th« 
voice, they fell on their faces, and 
were sore afraid. 

6 And Jesus came and touched them, 
and said, Arise; be not afraid. 

7 And when they had lifted up their 
eyes, they saw no man, save Jesus 
only. 

8 And as they oame down from the 
monntain, Jbbub charged them, say¬ 
ing, Tell the vision to no man, until 
the Son of Man be risen again from 
the dead. 

9 And his disciples asked him, say¬ 
ing, Why then say the SoribeB that 
Elias must first come? 

10 And Jesns answered and said 
unto them, EMab truly shall first come, 
and restore all things, as the prophets 
have written. 

11 And again I say unto you that 
Elias has oome already, concerning 
whom it is written. Behold, I will 
send my messenger, and he shall 
prepare the way before me ; and they 
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knew him not, and have done onto 
him, whalaoever they listed. 

12 Likewise shall the Son of Man 
suffer of them. 

13 But 1 say unto yon, Who is 
Elias ? Behold, this is EliaB, whom 
I sent to prepare the way before me. 

14 Then the disciples understood 
that he spake unto them of John the 
Baptist, and also of another who 
should come and restore all things, as 
it is written by tho prophets. 

15 And when they were come to the 
multitude, there came to him a man 
kneeling down to him, and saying. 
Lord, hare mercy on my son; for he 
is lunatic, and sore vexed; for oft- 
times he falleth into the fire, and oft 
into the water. 

16 And 1 brought him to thy disci- 
ples, and they could not cure him. 

17 Then Jesus answered and said, 
0 faithless and perverse generation! 
how long shall I be with you? How 
long shall I suffer you ? Bring bim 
hither to me. 

t8 And Jesus rebuked the devil, 
and he departed out of him; and the 
ohild was cured from that very hour. 

19 Then came the disciples to Jesus 
apart, and said, Why could not we 
oast him out? 

20 And Jesus said unto them, Be¬ 
cause of your unbelief; for, verily, I 
say unto you. If ye have faith as a 
grain of mustard seed, ye shall say 
unto this mountain, Remove to yonder 
place, and it shall move; and nothing 
shall be impossible unto you. 

21 Howbeit, this kind goelh not out 
but by prayer and fasting. 

22 And while they abode in Galilee, 
Jesus said unto them, The Son of 
Man shall be betrayed into the hands 
of men ; and they shall kill him ; and 
the third day he shall be raised again. 
And they were exceeding sorry. 

23 And when they were oome to 
Capernaum, they that received tribute 
came to Peter, and said, Doth not 
your master pay tribute ? He saith 
unto them, Tea. 

24 And when he was oome into the 
house, Jesus rebuked him, saying, 

25 What thinkest thou, Simon? Of 
whom do the kings of the earth take 
oustom, or tribute ? Of their own 
ohildren, or of strangers ? 

26 Peter said unto him. Of strangers. 


Jesus said unto him, Then are the 
ohildren free. Notwithstanding, lest 
we should offend them, go thou to the 
sea, and cast a hook, and take up the 
&Bh, that first cometh up; and when 
thou hast opened his mouth, thou 
shalt find a piece of money ; that take 
and give unto them for me and thee. 

CHAPTER XVTIL 

The parable of the lord and his servant *— 
Likened unto the kingdom of heavas. 

T tho same time came the disci¬ 
ples unto Jesus, saying, Who is 
the greatest in the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven ? 

2 And Jesus called a little child 
unto him, and set him in the midst 
of them, and said, Verily, I say unto 
you, Except ye be converted, and be¬ 
come as little children, ye shall not 
enter into the kingdom of heaven. 

3 Whosoever, therefore, shall hum¬ 
ble himself as this little child, tbe 
same is greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

4 And whosoever shall receive one 
such little child in my name, receiveth 
me. 

5 But whoso shall offend one of these 
little ones, which believe in me, it were 
better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neok and he were 
drowned in the depth of the sea. 

6 Woe unto the world because of 
offences! For it must needs be that 
offences come; but woe to that man 
by whom the offence cometh! 

7 Wherefore if thy hand or foot 
offend thee, cut it off and cast it from 
thee; for it is better for thee to enter 
into life halt or maimed, rather than 
having two hands or two feet to be 
cast into everlasting fire. 

8 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out and cast it from thee; it is bet¬ 
ter for thee to enter into life with one 
eye, rather than having two eyes to 
be cast into hell fire. 

9 And a man’s hand is his friend, 
and his foot, also; and a man’s eye, 
are they of his own household. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not 
one of these little ones; for I Bay anto 
you, that in heaven their angels do 
always behold the faoe of my Father 
who is in heaven. 

11 For the Son of Man is oome to 
save that which was lost, and to oall 
sinners to repentanoe; but these little 
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ones hare no need of repentance, and 
I will save them. 

12 How think ye? If a man have 
a hundred sheep, and one of them be 
gono astray, doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and go into the 
mountains and seek that which is 
gone astray ? 

13 And if it so be that he find it, 
verily, I say onto you, he rejoioeth 
more over that which was lost, than 
over the ninety and nine which went 
not astray. 

14 Even so, it is not the will of your 
Father which is in heaven, that one 
of those littlo ones should perish. 

15 Moreover, if thy brother shall 
trespass against thoe, go and tell him 
his mult between thee and him alone; 
if ho shall hear thco, thou bast gained 
tby brother. 

16 But if he will not hear thee, then 
take with thee one or two more, that 
in the mouth of two or three witnesses 
every word may be established. 

17 And if he shall neglect to hear 
thorn, tell it unto the churoh; but if 
he nogleot to hear the ohuroh, lot him 
be unto you aB a heathen man and a 
publican. 

18 Verily, I say unto you, Whatso¬ 
ever ye shall bind on earth, shall be 
bound in heaven; and whatsoever ye 
shall loose on earth, shall he loosed in 
heaven. 

19 Again, I say unto you, that if two 
of you shall agree on earth aB touch¬ 
ing any thing that they Bhall ask, that 
they may not ask amiss, it shall be 
done for them of my Father who iB in 
heaven. 

20 For where two or throe are ga¬ 
thered togethor in my name, there am 
I in the midst of them. 

21 Then came Peter to him and 
Raid, Lord, how oft shall my brother 
sin against me, and I forgive him? 
Till soven timeB 7 

22 Jesus said unto him, I say not 
unto tbee, until seven times; but, 
until seventy times seven. 

23 Therefore is the kingdom of hea¬ 
ven likened unto a certain king, who 
would take account of his servants. 

24 And when ho had begun to reok- 
on, one was brought unto him who 
owed him ton thousand talents. 

25 But forasmuoh as he had not to 
pay, his lord commanded him to be 
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•old, and his wife, and his children, 
and all that he had, and payment to 
be made. 

26 And the servant besought him, 
saying, Lord, have patience with me, 
and I will pay thee all. 

27 Then the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave nim the dobt. The 
servant, therefore, fell down and wor¬ 
shipped him. 

28 But the same servant went out, 
and found one of his fellow-Ber- 
vants which owed him a hundred 
pence; and he laid hands on him, and 
took him by the throat, saying, Pay 
me that thou oweBt. 

29 And bis fellow-servant fell down 
at his feet, and heeought him, saying, 
Have patienoe with me, and I will 
pay thee all. 

30 And he would not; hot went and 
oast him into prison, till he should 
pay the debt. 

31 So when hiB fellow-servants saw 
what was done, they were very sorry, 
and came and told unto their lord all 
that was done. 

32 Then his lord, after that he had 
oallod him, said unto him, 0 thou 
wioked servant ! I forgave thee all 
that debt; because thou desiredst me,' 
should not thou also have had com¬ 
passion on thy fellow-servant, even 
as I had pity on thee ? 

33 And his lord was wroth, and 
delivered him to the tormentors, till 
he should pay all that was due unto 
him. 

34 So likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye from 
your hearts forgive not every one his 
brother their trespasses. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

The rtiariie&t, tempting Christ, ask if it bt 
lawful to put p.way one’s wife. 

ND it came to pass, when JeBui 
had finished these sayings, he 
departed from Galilee, and came into 
the coasts of Judea beyond Jordan. 

2 And great multitudes followed him; 
and many believed on him, and he 
hoaled thorn there. 

3 The Pharisoos oame also onto him, 
tempting him, and saying unto him, 
Is it lawful for a man to put away his 
wife for every oause? 

4 And ho answered and said unto 
them, Have ye not read, that he who 
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mide man at the beginning, made 
him. male and female, 

5 And said, For thie cause shall a 
man leave father and mother, and 
■hall cleave onto hie wife; and they 
twain shall be one flesh ? 

6 Wherefore they are no more twain, 
but one flesh. What, therefore, God 
hath joined together, let not man put 
aennder. 

7 They eay unto him, Why did 
Moses then command to give a wri¬ 
ting of divorcement, and to put her 
away? 

8 He said unto them, Moses, because 
of the hardness of your hearts, suffered 
you to put away your wives; but from 
the beginning it was not so. 

9 And I say unto yon, Whosoever 
■hall put away his wife, except for for- 
nioation, and Bhall marry another, 
oommitteth adultery; and whoso mar- 
rieth her that is put away, doth com¬ 
mit adultery. 

10 Hie disciples say unto him, If 
the case of the man be so with the 
wife, it is not good to marry. 

11 But he said nnto them. All can¬ 
not receive this saying; it ie not for 
them eave to whom it is given. 

12 For there are some eunuchs, which 
were so born from their mother's 
womb; and there are some eunuchs 
which were made eunuchs of men; 
and there be ennuchs, which have 
made themselves ennnebs for the 
kingdom of heaven’s Bake. He that 
is able to receive, lot him recoive my 
sayings. 

13 Then were there brought unto 
him little children, that he should put 
his hands on them and pray. And 
the disciples rebuked them, saying, 
There is no need, for Jesus hath said, 
Booh shall be saved. 

14 But Jesus said* Suffer little chil¬ 
dren to oome unto me, and forbid them 
not, for of Buoh is the kingdom of 
heaven. 

16 And he laid hands on them, and 
departed thence. 

18 And, behold, one came and said, 
Good master, what good thing Bhall I 
do, that I may have eternal life? 

17 And he said unto him, Why oall- 
est thou me good? There is none good 
but one, that is, God ; but if thou wilt 
entrv into life, keep the command¬ 
ments. 


16 Hesaithunto him, Whioh? Jesus 
said, Thou shalt not kill. Thou shall 
not oommit adultery. Thou shalt not 
steal. Thou shalt not bear false 
witness. 

19 Honour thy father and mother. 
And, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

20 The young man saith unto him, 
All these things have I kept from my 
youth up ; what lack I yet? 

21 Jceus said unto him, If thou wilt 
be perfect, go, sell tbat thou hast, and 
give to the poor, and thou shalt have 
treasure in heaven, and come and fol¬ 
low me. 

22 Bnt when the yonng man heard 
tbat saying, he went away sorrowful; 
for he had great possessions. 

23 Then said Jesus unto his disci¬ 
ples, Verily, I say unto you, that a 
rich man shall hardly enter into the 
kingdom of heaven. 

24 And again I say unto you, It is 
easier for a camel to go through the 
eye of a needle, than for a rich man 
to enter the kingdom of God. 

25 When his disciples heard this, 
they were exceedingly amazed, say¬ 
ing, Who then can be saved ? 

26 Bnt Jepns beheld their thoughts, 
and said unto them, With men this is 
impossible; but if they will forsake 
all things for my sake, with God what¬ 
soever things I speak are possible. 

27 Then answered Peter and said 
unto him, Behold, we have forsaken 
all, and followed thee; what shall we 
have therefore? 

28 And Jesus said unto them, Verily 
I say unto you, that ye who have fol¬ 
lowed me, shall, in the resurrection, 
when the Son of Man shall come sit¬ 
ting on the throne of his glory, ye 
Bhall also sit npon twelve thrones, 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 

29 And every one that has forsaken 
houses, or brethren, or sisters, or fa¬ 
ther, or mother, or wife, or children, 
or lands, for my name's sake, shall 
receive a hundred-fold, and shall in¬ 
herit everlasting life. 

30 But many of the first shall be 
last, and the last first. 

CHAPTER XX 

The kingdom of heaven Weened unto a nan 
hiring labourer! tn hit vineyard. 

OB the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man, a householder, who 
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went out early in the morning to hire 
labourers into his vineyard. 

2 And whon he had agreed with the 
labourcre for a ponny a day, he sent 
them into his vineyard. 

3 And he went out about the third 
hour, and found others standing idle 
in the market plaoe, 

4 And said unto them, Go ye also 
into the vineyard, and whatsoever is 
right, I will give you; end they went 
their way. 

5 And again he went out ahout the 
sixth and niDth hour and did likewise. 

0 And about the eleventh hour ho 
went out, and found others standing 
idle, and said unto them, Why stand 
ye here all the day idle ? 

7 They said unto him, Because no 
man hath hired us. 

8 He said unto them, Go ye also 
into the vineyard ; and whatsoever is 
right ye shall receive. 

9 So when even was come, the lord 
of the vineyard said unto his steward, 
Call the labourers and give them their 
hire, beginning from the last unto the 
first. 

10 And when they came that began 
about the oleventh hour, they received 
every man a penny. 

11 But when the first oame, they 
supposed that they should have re¬ 
ceived more; and they likewise re¬ 
ceived every man a penny. And 
when they had received a penny, they 
murmured against the good tnun of 
the bouse, saying, These last havo 
wrought one hour only, and thou hast 
made them equal unto us, who havo 
borne the burden and the heat of the 
day. 

12 But he answered one of them, 
and said, Friend, I do thee no wrong; 
didst not thou agroe with me for a 
penny ? 

13 Take thine and go thy way; I 
will give unto this last even as unto 
thee. Is it not lawful for me to do 
what I will with mine own ? 

14 Is thine eyo evil, because I am 
good f 

16 So the last shall be first, and the 
first last; and many are oalled, but 
few chosen. 

10 And Jesus, going up to Jerusa¬ 
lem, took the twelve discipleB apart 
In the way, and said unto them, 

17 Behold, we go up to Jerusalem, 
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and the Son of Man shall be betrayed 
onto the chief priests, and unto the 
Scrihes, and they shall condemn him 
to death; and shall deliver him to 
the Gentiles to mock, and to soonrge, 
and to oraoify. And the third day 
he shall rise again. 

18 Then came to him the mothor of 
Zebedee’s ohildron with her sons, 
worshipping Jesus, and desiring a 
certain thing of him. 

19 And he said unto her, What wilt 
thou that I should do? 

20 And she said onto him, Grant 
that these my two sons may sit, the 
one on thy right hand, and the other 
on thy left, in thy kingdom. 

21 But Jesus answered and said, 
Ye know not what ye ask. Are ye 
able to drink of the cup that I shall 
drink of, and to be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized with ? 

22 They say unto him. We are able. 

23 And he said unto them, Ye shall 
drink indoed of my cup, and be bap¬ 
tized with the baptism that I am bap¬ 
tized with; but to sit on my rignl 
hand, and on my left, is for whom it 
is prepared of my Father, bat not 
mine to give. 

24 And when the ten heard this, 
they were moved with indignation 
against the two brethren. 

25 But Jesus called them, and said, 
Ye know that the princes of the Gen¬ 
tiles exercise dominion over them, 
and they that are great exercise au¬ 
thority upon them; but it shall not 
bo so among you. 

26 But whosoever will be great 
among you, let him be your minister. 

27 And whosoever will be ohief 
among you, let him be your servant; 

28 Even as the Son of Man oame, 
not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister; And to give his life a ran¬ 
som for many. 

29 And aB they departed from Jeri¬ 
cho, a great multitude followed him. 

30 And, behold, two blind men sit- 
ting by the wayside, when they 
hoard that Jesus passed by, cried out, 
saying, Have mercy on us, 0 Lord, 
Son of David. 

31 And the multitude rebuked them, 
saying, they should hold their peaae; 
but they oried the more, saying, Have 
mercy on ns, 0 Lord, Son of David. 

32 And Jesus stood still, and oalled 
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them, and said, What will ye that I 
shall do unto you 7 

33 They say unto him, Lord, that 
our eyes may be opened. 

34 So Jesus haa compassion, and 
touched their eyes; and immediately 
their eyes received sight, and they 
followed him. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

Chrut ridilh into Jerusalem on a colt, Vic 
foal of an cut. 

ND when Jesus drew nigh unto 
Jerusalem, and they were come 
lo Bethpage, on the mount of Olives, 
then sent Jesus two disciples, 

2 Saying unto them, Go into the 
village over against you, and straight¬ 
way you shall find a oolt tied; loose 
it, and bring it unto me; and if any 
shall say anght unto yon, ye shall say, 
The Lord hath need of it; and straight¬ 
way he will send it. 

3 All this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophets, saying, 

4 Tell ye the daughter of Zion, Be¬ 
hold, thy king cometh unto thee, and 
he is meek, and he is sitting upon an 
ass, and a oolt, the foal of an ass. 

5 And the disciples went, and did as 
Jesus commanded them; and brought 
the oolt, and put on it their clothes; 
and Jesus took the colt and eat there¬ 
on ; and they followed him. 

6 And a very great multitude spread 
their garments in the way; others 
out down branches from the trees, and 
strewed in the way. 

7 And the multitudes that went be¬ 
fore, and also that followed after, 
oried, saying, Hosanfia to the Son of 
David; blessed is he who cometh in 
the name of the Lord! Hosanna in 
the highest! 

8 And when he was oome into Jeru¬ 
salem, all the oity was moved, saying, 
Who is this ? 

9 And the mnltitnde said, This is 
Jesus of Nazareth, the prophet of 
Galilee. 

10 And Jesus wont into the temple 
of God, and cast out all them that 
bought and sold in the temple, and 
overthrew the tables of the money¬ 
changers, and the seats of them that 
sold doves; and said unto them, 

11 It is written. My house shall he 
called the house of prayer; bnt ye 
have made it a den of thieves. 


12 And the blind and the lame came 
to him in the temple; and he healed 
them. 

13 And when the ohief priests and 
Scribes saw the wonderful things 
that he did, and the children of the 
kingdom crying in the temple, and 
saying. Hosanna to the Son of David! 
they were sore displeased, and said 
onto him, Hearest thou what these 
say ? 

14 And Jeans said unto them, Tea . 
have ye never read the scriptures 
which saith, Out of the mouths of 
babes and suoklings, 0 Lord, thou 
hast perfected praise ? 

15 And he left them, and went out 
of the city unto Bethany, and he 
lodged there. 

16 Now in the morning, as he re¬ 
turned into the city, he hungered. 

17 And when he saw a fig tree in 
the way, he came to it, and there was 
not any fruit on it, but leaves only. 
And he said unto it, Let no fruit grow 
on thee henceforward, for ever. And 
presently the fig tree withered away. 

18 And when the disciples saw this, 
they marvelled and said, How soon is 
the fig tree withered away ! 

19 Jesus answered and said unto 
them. Verily I say unto you, if ye 
have faith, and doubt not, ye shall 
not only do this to the fig tree, but 
also, if ye shall say unto this moun 
tain. Be thon removed, and be thou 
cast into the sea, it shall be done. 

20 And all things, whatsoever ye 
shall ask in prayer, in faith helieving, 
ye shall receive. 

21 And when he was oome into the 
temple, the chief priests and tho 
elders of the people came unto him as 
he was teaching, and said, By whal 
authority doest thou these things ’ 
And who gave thee this authority? 

22 And Jesns answered and said 
unto them, I also will ask you one 
thing, which if ye tell me, I, Likewise, 
will tell yon by what authority I do 
these things. 

23 The baptism of John, whenoe 
was it? From heaven, or of men ? 

24 And they reasoned with them¬ 
selves, saying, If we shall say. From 
heaven; he will say unto ns, Why 
did ye not then believe him 7 Bnt if 
we shall say, Of men; we fear the 
people. For all people held John a* 
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a prophet. And they answered Jeans 
and said, We cannot tell. 

26 And he said. Neither tell I yon 
by what authority 1 do these things. 

20 But what think ye? A man had 
tw: eons; and he oame to the first, 
eaj Lng, Son, go work to-day in my 
viieyard. 

27 He answerod and said, I will not; 
but afterwards he repented, and went. 

28 And he oame to the seoond, and 
said likewise. And he answered and 
eaid, I will serve; and went not. 

29 Whether of those twain did the 
will of their father ? 

30 They say unto him, The first. 

91 Jesus said unto them, Verily I 
say unto you, That the pnblioansand 
harlots shall go into the kingdom of 
God before you. 

32 For JohD oame unto you in the 
way of righteousness, and bare re¬ 
cord of me, and ye believed him not; 
but the publioans and the harlots be¬ 
lieved him ; and ye, afterward, when 
ye had seen me, repented not, that 
ye might believe him. 

S3 For he that belioved not John 
oonoerniug mo, cannot believe me, 
exoept he first repent. 

34 And exoept ye repent, the preach¬ 
ing of John shall oondemn you in 
the day of judgment; for onto you 
that believe not, I speak in parables; 
that your unrighteousness may be 
rewarded uuto you. 

35 And, again, hear another para¬ 
ble; Behold, there was a certain 
householder, who planted a vineyard, 
and hedged it round about, and 
digged a wine-press in it; and built 
a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, 
and went into a far country. 

36 And when the time of fruit drew 
near, he sent his servants to the hus¬ 
bandmen, that they might receive the 
(Vuits of it. 

87 And the husbandmen took his 
serr ants, and beat one, and killed 
anoihor, and stoned another. 

38 Again, he sent other servants, 
more than the first; and they did 
unto them likewise. 

39 But last of all, he sent unto them 
bis son, saying, They will reverenoe 
my son. 

40 But when the husbandmen saw 
the son, they said among themselves, 
This is the heir; oome, let us kill 
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him, and let us selae on his inherit¬ 
ance. 

41 And they oaught him, and oast 
him ont of the vineyard, and slew 
him. 

42 And Jesus said nnto them, When 
the Lord therefore of the vineyard 
oometh, what will he do unto those 
husbandmen ? 

43 They say unto him, He will de¬ 
stroy those miserable, wioked men, 
and will let out the vineyard unto 
other husbandmen, who shall render 
him the fruits in their seasons. 

44 Jesus said unto them, Did ye 
never read in the Scriptures, The 
stone which the builders rejected, the 
same is become the head of the oor- 
ner; this iB the Lord's doings, and 
it is marvellous in our eyes ? 

45 Therefore say I unto you, The 
kingdom of God shall he taken from 
you, and given to a nation bringing 
forth the fruits thereof. 

46 For whosoever shall fall on this 
stone, shall be broken; but on whom¬ 
soever it shall fall, it will grind him 
to powder. 

47 And when the ohief priests and 
Pharisees had heard his parables, 
they peroeived that he spoke of them. 

48 And they said among themselves, 
Shall this man think that he alone 
oan spoil this great kingdom ? And 
they were angry with him. 

49 But when they sought to lay 
hands on him, they feared the multi¬ 
tude, beoause they learned that the 
multitude took him for a prophet 

60 And now his disoiples oame to 
him, and Jesus said unto them, Mar¬ 
vel ye at the words of the parable 
whioh 1 spake unto them? 

61 Verily, I say unto you, I am the 
stone, and those wioked ones reject 
me. 

62 I am the head of the corner. 
These Jews shall fall upon me, and 
shall be broken. 

63 And the kingdom of God shall 
be taken from tnem, and shall be 
given to a nation bringing forth the 
fruits thereof; (meaning the Gen¬ 
tiles.) 

54 Wherefore, on whomsoever this 
stone shall fall, it shall grind him to 
powder. 

66 And when the Lord therefore of 
the vineyard oometh, he will destroy 
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those miserable, wioked men, and will 
let again his vineyard unto other 
husbandmon, even in the last days, 
who shall ronder him the fruits in 
their seasons. 

56 And then understood they the 
parable which he spake unto them, 
that the Gentiles should be destroyed 
also, when the Lord should descend 
out of heaven to reign in his vine- 
yard, which is the earth and the in¬ 
habitants thereof. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Par obit of the marriage supper. 

ND Jesus answered the people 
again, and spake unto them in 
parables, and said, 

2 The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a certain king, who made a 
marriage for his son. 

3 And when the marriage was ready, 
ho sent forth his servants to call thorn 
which were bidden to the wedding; 
and they would not come. 

4 Again he sent forth other ser¬ 
vants, saying. Tell them that are 
bidden, Behold, I have prepared my 
oxen, and my fatlings have been 
killed, and my dinner is ready, and 
all things are prepared; therefore 
oome unto the marriage. 

5 But they made light of the ser¬ 
vants, and went thoir ways; one to 
his farm, another to his merchandise; 

6 And the remnant took his ser¬ 
vants, and entreated them spitefully, 
and slew them. 

7 But when the king heard that his 
servants were dead, he was wroth; 
and he sent forth his armies, and de¬ 
stroyed those murderers, and burned 
up their city. 

6 Then said he to Mb servants, The 
wodding iB ready; but they who were 
bidden were not worthy. 

9 Go ye thorefore into the highways, 
and as many as ye shall find, bid to 
the marriage. 

10 So those servants went out into 
the highways, and gathered together 
all, as many aB they found, both bad 
and good; and the wedding was fur¬ 
nished with guests. 

11 But when the king oame in to 
see the guests, he Baw there a man 
who had not a wedding garment. 

12 And he said unto him, Friend, 
how oamest thou in hither, not hav¬ 


ing a wedding garment 7 And he 
was speeohless. 

13 Then said the king unto his ser¬ 
vants, Bind him hand and foot, and 
take and oast him away into outer 
darkness; there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

14 For many are oalled, but few 
chosen; wherefore all do not have 
on the wedding garment. 

15 Then went the Pharisees and 
took counsel how they might entangle 
him in talk. 

16 And they sent out unto him thelf 
disciples with the Herodians, saying 
Master, we know that thou art true, 
and teachest the way of God in truth, 
neither carest thou for any; for thou 
regardest not the person of men. 

17 Tell us, therefore, What thinkesl 
thou 7 Is it lawful to give tribute 
unto Ceesar, or not ? 

19 But Jesus perceived their wicked¬ 
ness, and said, Ye hypoorites ! why 
tempt ye me ? Show me the tribute 
money. 

L9 And they brought unto him a 
penny. 

20 He said unto them. Whose image 
is this, and superscription ? 

21 They said unto him, Csesar's. 
Then said he unto them, Render there¬ 
fore unto Cesar, the things whioh 
are Cesar's; and unto God the thinga 
whioh are God's. 

22 And when they had heard him 
say these words, they marvelled, and 
left him, and went their way. 

23 The same day oame the Saddu- 
oees to him, who say that there is no 
resurrection, and askod him, saying, 
Master, Moses said, If a man die, 
having no ohildren, his brother shall 
marry his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

24 Now there were with us, seven 
brethren; and the first, when he had 
married a wife, deceased; and, hav¬ 
ing no issue, he left his wife unto hii 
brother. 

25 Likewise the second also, and 
the third, and even unto the seventh. 

26 Andlaatof all thewoman diedalso. 

27 Therefore, in the resurrection, 
whose wife shall she be of the seven 7 
For they all had her. 

28 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Ye do err, not knowing the 
»o rip tores, nor the power of God. 
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29 For In the resurrection, they 
neither marry, nor are given in mar- 
riago; but are as tho angels of G'od 
in heaven. 

30 But as touching tho resurrection 
of the dead, have ye not read that 
which was spoken unto you of God, 
saying, 

31 lam the God of Abraham, and 
the God of iBaao, and the God of 
Jacob? God is not the God of the 
dead, but of the living. 

32 And when the multitude heard 
him, they were astonished at his doo- 
trine. 

33 But when the Pharisees heard 
that he had put the Sadducees to 
silence, they were gathered together. 

34 Then one of them, a lawyer, 
tempting him, asked, saying, 

35 Master, which is the great com¬ 
mandment in the law? 

36 Jesus said unto him, Thou shalt 
lore the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind. 

37 This is the first and great oom- 
mandmont. 

38 And the second is like unto it; 
Thou shalt love thy noighhour as 
thyself. 

30 On these two commandments 
hang all the law and the prophetB. 

40 While the Pharisees were ga¬ 
thered togothor, Jesus asked thorn, 
saying, What think ye of Christ 7 
Whose son is he? 

41 They say unto him, The Son of 
David. 

42 lie Baith unto them, How then 
doth David in spirit call him Lord, 
laying, Tho Lord said unto my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right hand, till 1 
make thine onemies thy footstool ? 

43 If David then called him Lord, 
how is he his son ? 

44 And no man was able to answer 
him a word, neither durst any man 
fr:m that day forth ask him any 
more questions. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

Christ vpbraideih the Scribes for their hy¬ 
pocrisy — Werpelh over Jerusalem. 
rpHEN spake Jesus to the multitude, 
X and to his disoiples, saying, The 
Bor bes and the Pharisees sit in Mo¬ 
ses’ seat. 

2 All, therefore, whatsoever they bid 
you observe, they will make you ob¬ 


serve and do; for they are ministers 
of the law, and thoy make themselves 
your jndgos. But do not ye after 
thoir works; for they say, and do not. 

3 For they hind heavy burdens and 
lay on men’s shoulders, and they are 
grievous to he borne; hat they will 
not move them with one of their 
fingers. 

4 And all their workB they do to be 
seen of men. They make broad their 
phylaoteries, and enlarge the borders 
of their garments, and love the up¬ 
permost roomB at feasts, and the chief 
seats in tho synagogues, and greet¬ 
ings in the markets, and to be called 
of men, Rabbi, Rahhi, (wbiob is mas¬ 
ter.) 

5 But be not ye called Rabbi; for 
odo is your master, which is Christ; 
and all ye are brethren. 

0 And call no one your areator upon 
tho earth, or your heavenly Father; 
for one is your creator and heavenly 
Father, even he who is in heaven. 

7 Neither he ye oalled Master; for 
one is your master, even he whom 
your heavenly Father sent, which 
is Christ; for ho hath sent him among 
you that ye might have life. 

8 But he that is greatest among you 
shall be your servant. 

9 And whosoever shall oxalt him¬ 
self shall be abasod of him; and he 
that shall humble himself shall he 
exalted of him. 

10 But woo unto you, Scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites ! For ye shut 
np the kingdom of heaven against 
men ; for ye neither go in yourselves, 
neither suffer ye them that are enter¬ 
ing to go in. 

11 Woe unto you, Scribes and Pha¬ 
risees ! for ye are hypocrites I Ye 
devour widows' houses, and for a pre¬ 
tence make long prayers; therefore 
ye shall roceive the greater punish¬ 
ment. 

12 Woe unto you, Soribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypocrites 1 For ye compass 
sea and land to make one proselyte; 
and when he is made, you make him 
two-fold more the child of heR than 
he was before, like unto yourselves. 

13 Woe unto you, blind guides, who 
say, Whosoever shall swear hy the 
temple, it is nothing; but whosoever 
shall swear by the gold of the temple, 
be oommitteth sin, and is a dobtor. 
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14 Yoa are fools and blind; for 1 
whioh is Ihe greatest, the gold, or the 
u-mplo that sanctifieth the gold? 

15 And ye Bay, Whosoever sweareth 
by the altar, it is nothing; but who¬ 
soever sweareth by the gift that is 
npon it, he is guilty. 

10 0 fools, and blind ! For which is 
the greatest, the gift, or the altar that 
sanctifieth the gift ? 

17 Verily I say unto you, Whoso, 
therefore, sweareth by it, sweareth by 
the altar, and by all things thereon. 

18 And whoso shall swear by the 
temple, sweareth by it, and by him 
who dwelloth therein. 

19 And he that shall swear by hea¬ 
ven, sweareth by the throne of God, 
and by him who sittelh thereon. 

20 Woe unto you. Scribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypocrites ! For you pay tithe 
of mint, and anise, and cummin ; and 
have omitted the weightier things of 
the law; judgment, moroy, and faith; 
these ought ye to have done, and not 
to loavo the other undone. 

21 You blind guides, who strain at 
a gnat, and swallow a camel; who 
make yourselves appear unto men 
that ye would not commit the least 
Bin, and yet you, yourselves, trans¬ 
gress the whole law. 

22 Woe unto you. Scribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypocrites! For you make 
clean the outside of the cup, and of 
the platter; but within they are full 
of extortion and excess. 

23 You blind Pharisees! Cleanse 
first the cup and platter within, that 
the outside of them may be clean 
also. 

24 Woe unto you. Scribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypocrites! For ye are like 
unto whited sepulchres, which indeod 
appear beautiful outwardly, but are 
within full of the bones of the dead, 
and of all unoleanness. 

26 Even so, you also outwardly ap¬ 
pear righteous unto men, but within 
you are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 

26 Woe unto you, Soribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypoorites! Beoause you build 
the tombs of the prophets, and garnish 
the sepulohres of the righteous, 

27 And say. If we had been in the 
days of our fathers, we would not 
have been partakers with them in the 
blood of the prophets; 

28 Wherefore, you are witnesses unto 


yourselves of your own wickedness, 
and you are the children of them who 
killed the prophets; 

29 And will fill up the measure 
then of your fathers; for you, your¬ 
selves, kill the prophets like unto your 
fathers. 

30 You senpents, and generation 
of vipers! How can you escape the 
damnation of hell ? 

31 Wherefore, behold, I send unto 
you prophets, and wise men, and 
scribea; and of them you shall kill 
and crucify; and of them you Bhall 
scourge in your synagogues, and per¬ 
secute from city to city ; 

32 That upon you may come all the 
righteous hlood shed upon tho earth, 
from the blood of righteous Abel, 
nnto the blood of Zacharias, eon of 
Barachias, whom ye slew between the 
temple and the altar. 

33 Verily I say unto you, All theee 
things shall come upon this genera 
lion. 

34 You bear testimony against your 
fathers, when you, yourselves, art- 
partakers of the same wickedness. 

35 Behold your fathers did it through 
ignorance, but you do not; wherefore, 
their Bins shall be upon your heads. 

36 Then Jesne began to weep over 
Jerusalem, saying, 

37 0 Jerusalem! Jerusalem! You 
who will kill the prophets, and will 
stone them who are sent unto you ; 
how often would I have gathered 
your children together, even as a hen 
gathers her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not. 

38 Behold, your house is left unto 
you desolate! 

39 For I say unto you, that you shall 
not see me henoeforth, and know that 
I am he of whom it is written by the 
prophets, until ye shall say, 

40 Blessed is he who oometh in the 
name of the Lord, in the olouds of 
heaven, and all the holy angels with 
him. 

41 Then understood his disoiples 
that he should come again on the 
earth, after that he was glorified and 
orowned on the right hand of God. 

CHAPTER XXIV 

CT\rist foretelleth the de-ttruetum qf Jem- 
talem, and the end qf the wicked. 

ND Jesus went out, and departed 
from the temple ; and his disci- 
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pica cftino to him for to hear him, 
Baying, Maslor, show us oonoorning 
the buildings of tho temple; as thou 
baBt said. They shall be thrown down 
and loft unto you desolato. 

2 And Jesus said unto them. See 
ye not all these things 7 And do you 
not understand them 7 Verily I say 
into you, There shall not be left here 
upon this temple, one stone upon 
another, which shall not be thrown 
down. 

3 And Jobus left them and went 
upon tho mount of Olives. 

4 And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives, tho disoiples oame unto him 
privately, saying, Tell us, when shall 
these things be which thou hast said 
concerning the destruction of the 
temple, and *he Jews; and what is 
the sign of thy coming; and of the 
end of tho world ? (or the destruction 
of the wicked, whioh is the end of 
the world.) 

5 And Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Take heed that no man deoeive 

you. 

6 For many shall come in my name, 
saying, I am Christ; and shall deoeive 
many. 

7 Then shall they deliver you up to 
be afflicted, and ehall kill you; and 
you ehall he hated of all nations for 
my name’B sake. 

8 And then shall many he offended, 
and shall betray one another. 

9 And many false prophets ehall 
arise, and shall deoeive many. 

10 And heoause iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold. 

11 But he that remaineth steadfast, 
and is not overoome, the same shall 
be saved. 

12 When you, therefore, shall see the 
abominations of dosolation, spoken 
of by Daniel the prophet, concern¬ 
ing the deetraotion of Jerusalem, 
then you shall stand in the holy 
place. (Whoso readeth let him under¬ 
stand.) 

13 Then let them who are in Judea, 
flee into the mountains. 

14 Let him who is on the housetop, 
floe, and not return to take anything 
out of his house. 

16 Neither let him who is in. the 
field, return baok to take his olothes. 

16 And woe unto them that are with 
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ohild, and unto them that give suok 
in those days! 

17 Therefore, pray ye the Lord, that 
your flight be not in the wintei, 
neither on the Sahhath day. 

16 For then, in those days, shall be 
great trihulations on the Jews, and 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 
suoh as was not hefore sent upon 
Israel, of God, sinoe the beginning 
of their kingdom until this time; no, 
nor ever shall he sent again upon 
Israel. 

19 All things whioh have befallen 
them, are only the beginning of the 
sorrows which shall oome upon them) 
and exoept those days should be 
shortened, there should none of their 
flesh be Baved. 

20 But for the elect's sake, accord¬ 
ing to the covenant, those days shall 
be shortened. 

21 Behold these things I have spoken 
unto you concerning the Jews. 

22 And again, after the tribulation 
of those days whioh shall oome upon 
Jerusalem, if any man shall say unto 
you, Lo! here is Christ, or there; 
believe him not. 

23 For in those days, there shall 
also arise false Christs, and false 
prophets, and shall show great signs 
and wonders; insomuch that, if pos¬ 
sible, they shall deoeive the very eleot, 
who are the elect according to the 
covenant. 

24 Behold, I speak these things unto 
you for the eleot's sake. 

26 And you also shall hear of wars, 
and rumors of wars; see that ye be 
not troubled; for all I have told you 
must oome to pass. But the end is 
not yet. 

26 Behold, I have told you before, 
Wherefore, if they shall say unto you, 
Behold, he is in the desert; go not 
forth. Behold, he is in the secret 
chambers; believe it not. 

27 For as the light of the morning 
oometh out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west, and oovereth the 
whole earth ; so shall also the ooming 
of the Son of Man be. 

28 And now I show unto you a para¬ 
ble. Behold, wheresoever the oaroasa 
is, there will the eagles be gathered 
together; so Likewise shall mine eleet 
be gathered from the four quarters of 
the earth. 
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29 And they shall hear of wars, and 
rumors of wars. Behold, I speak for 
mine eteot’a Bake. 

30 For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against king¬ 
dom; there shall hefaminoand pesti¬ 
lences, and earthquakes in aiverB 
places. 

31 And again, because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of men shall wax 
oold ; but he that shall not be over¬ 
come, the same shall be saved. 

32 And again, this gospel of the 
kingdom shall he prcachea in all the 
world, for a witness unto all nations, 
and then shall the end oome, or the 
destruction of the wicked. 

39 And again shall the abomina¬ 
tion of desolation, apoken of by 
Daniel the prophet, be fulfilled. 

34 And immediately after the tribu¬ 
lation of those days, the sun shall be 
darkened, and the moon shall not 
give ber light, and tbo stars shall 
fall from heaven, and the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken. 

36 Verily I say unto you, this gene¬ 
ration, in which these things shall be 
shown forth, shall not pass away 
until all I have told you shall be ful¬ 
filled. 

30 Although the days will come that 
heaven and earth shall pass away, 
yet my word shall not pass away; 
but all shall be fulfilled. 

37 And as I said before, after the 
tribulation of those days, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be shaken, 
then shall appear the sign of the Son 
of Man in neaven; and then shall 
all the tribes of the earth mourn. 

38 And they shall see the Son of 
Man coming in the clouds of heaven, 
with power and great glory. 

39 And whoso treasureth up my 
words, shall not be deceived. 

40 For the Son of Man shall oome, 
and he shall send his angels before 
him with the great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together the 
remainder of his elect from the four 
i^inds; from one ond of heaven to the 
ether. 

41 Now learn a parable of the flg 
tree, When itsbranobes are yot tender, 
and it begins to put forth leaves, yoa 
know that summer is nigh at hand. 

42 8o likewise mine eloat, when they 
shall see all these things, they shall 


know that he is near, even at th« 
doors. 

43 But of that day and hour no one 
knoweth; no, not tho angels of God 
in heaven, but my Father only. 

44 But as it was in the days of 
Noah, so it shall be al>'> at the coming 
of the Son of Man. 

46 Forit shall be with them as it was 
in the days which were before the 
flood; for until the day that Noah 
entered into the ark, they were eat¬ 
ing and drinking, marrying and 
giving in marriage, and knew not 
until the flood came and took them 
all away; so shall also the coming of 
the Son of Man be. 

46 Then shall be fulfilled that whiob 
is written, that, In the last days, 

47 Two shall be in the field; the one 
shall bo taken and the other left. 

48 Two shall be grinding at the 
mill; the one taken and the other 
left. 

49 And what I say unto one, I sat 
unto all men; Watoh, therefore, for 
yon know not at what hour your 
Lord doth come. 

50 But know this, if the good man 
of the house had known in wbat 
watch the thief would come, he would 
have watched, and would not have 
suffered his house to have been broken 
op ; but would have been ready. 

51 Therefore be ye also ready; for 
in such an hour as ye think not, the 
Son of Man oometh. 

52 Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his Lord hath made 
ruler over his household, to give them 
meat in due season ? 

53 Blessed is that servant, whom 
his Lord when he cometh shall find 
so doing; 

54 And, verily I say unto yon, he 
shall make him ruler over all hia 
goods. 

55 Bat if that evil servant shall say 
in his heart, My Lord delayeth his 
ooming; and shall begin to Bmite his 
fellow-servants, and to eat and drink 
with the drunken; the Lord of that 
servant shall come in a day when he 
looketh not for him, and in an hour 
that he is not aware of, and shall out 
him asunder, and shall appoint him 
his portion with the hypoorites ; there 
shall be weeping ana gnashing of 
teeth. 
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50 And thus someth the end of the 
wicked according to the prophecy of 
Moses, saying, They Bhnll be cut off 
from among the people. But the end 
of tbe earth is not yet; hut hye and 
bve. 

CHAPTER XXV. 

Parable qf the ten virgin*— The talent*—The 
jxidgmenL 

ND then, at that day, before the 
Son of Man comes, the kingdom 
of hoavon shall be likened unto ten 
virgins, who took their lamps, and 
went forth to meet the bridegroom. 

2 And five of them were wise, and 
five of them were foolish. 

3 They that were foolish took their 
lamps and took no oil with them ; but 
the wise took oil in their vessels with 
their lamps. 

4 While the bridegroom tarried, 
they all slumbered and slept. 

6 And at midnight there was a cry 
made, Behold, the bridegroom oometh; 
go ye out to meol him. 

6 Then all those virgins arose, and 
trimmed their lamps. 

7 And the foolish said unto the wise, 
Give ns of yonr oil; for our lamps 
are gone out. 

8 But the wise answered, saying, 
Lest there be not enough for us and 
you, go you rather to them that sell, 
and buy for yourselves. 

9 And while they went to bny, the 
bridegroom oame; and they that were 
ready went in with him to the mar¬ 
riage ; and thG door was shut. 

10 Afterward came also the other 
virgins, saying, Lord, Lord, open 
onto ns. 

11 But he answered and said, 
Verily T say onto you, Yon know me 
not. 

12 Watch therefore; for you know 
neither the day nor the hour wherein 
the Son of Man oometh. 

13 Now 1 will liken these things 
unto a parablo. 

14 For it is like as a man travelling 
Into a far oountry, who called his 
own servants, and delivered unto 
them his goods. 

16 And nnto one he gave five taleuts, 
to soother two, and to another one; 
to every man according to his several 
ability; and straightway went on hiB 
journey. 

1 6 Then he that had reoelved the five 
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talents, went and traded with the 
same; and gained other five talents. 

17 And likewise he who received 
two talents, he also gained other two. 

18 But he who had received one, 
went and digged in the earth and hid 
his lord’s money. 

19 After a long time the lord of 
these servants comoth, and reokoncth 
with them. 

20 And so he that had received tbe 
five talents came, and brought other 
five talents, saying, Lord, thou deli- 
veredst unto mo five talents; behold, 1 
have gained beside them, five talents 
more. 

21 His lord said unto him, Wert 
done, good and faithfnl servant; thou 
hast been faithful over a few things, 
I will make thoo ruler over many 
things ; enter thon into the joy of thy 
lord. 

22 He also that had received two 
talents oame and said, Lord, thon de* 
livered9t unto me two talents ; behold, 
I have gained two talents beside them. 

23 His lord said nntohim, Well done, 
good and faithful servant; thou hast 
been faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things: 
enter thou into the joy of thy lord. 

24 Then he who had received the 
one talent came, and said, Lord, I 
knew thee that thou art a hard man, 
reaping where thou hast not sow.*], 
ana gathering where thou hast not 
scattered. 

26 And I was afraid, and went and 
hid thy talent in the earth; and lo, 
here is thy talent; take It from mo 
as thou hast from thino other servant 
for it is thine. 

26 His lord answered and Bald ur 
him, 0 wicked and slothful servant 
thon kneweBt that 1 reap where I 
sowed not, and gathered where I 
have not scattered. 

27 Having known this, therefore, 
thon onghtest to have pnt my money 
to the exchangers, and at my ooming 
I should have received my own with 
usury. 

28 I will take, thorefore, the talent 
from you, and give it to him who hath 
ten talents. 

20 For nnto every one who hath ob¬ 
tained other talents, shall be given, 
and he shall have In abundanoe. 

SO But from him that hath not ob- 
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tained other talents, shall be taken 
away even that whioh he hath re¬ 
el ived. 

31 And his lord shall say unto his 
servants, Cast ye the unprofitable ser¬ 
vant into outer darkness; there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

32 Wnen the Son of Man shall come 
in hi9 glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then ho shall sit upon the 
throne of hia glory; 

33 And before him shall be gathered 
all nations; and ho shall separate 
them one from another, as a shepherd 
divideth his sheep from the goats; 
the sheep on his right hand, but the 
goats on his left. 

34 And he shall sitnpon his throne, 
and the twelve apostles with him. 

35 Then shall the king say onto 
them on his right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world. 

36 For I was an h’in«,ered, and ye 
gave me meat; I was thirsty, and 
ye gave me drink; I was a stranger, 
and ye took me in; naked, and ye 
olothed me; 

37 I was siok, and ye visited me; I 
was in prison, and ye came unto me. 

36 Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying. Lord, when saw we thee 
an hnngered, and fed thee; or thirsty, 
and gave thee drink ? 

30 When saw we thee a stranger, 
and took thee in; or naked, and 
olothed thee ? 

40 Or when saw we thee siok, or in 
prison, and came unto thee 7 

41 And the king shall answer and 
say unto them, Verily I Bay unto you, 
: nasmuoh as ye have done it unto one 
of the least of these my brethren, ye 
have done it onto me. 

42 Then shall he say also unto them 
on the left hand. Depart from me, ye 
oursed, into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the devil and his angels. 

43 For I was an hungered, and ye 
gave me no meat; I was thirsty, and 
ye gave me no drink; 

44 I was a stranger, and ye took me 
not in; naked, and ye clothod me not; 
■iok, and in prison, and ye visited 
me not. 

45 Then shall they also answer him, 
laying, Lord, when saw we thee an 
hungered, or athirst, or a stranger, 


or naked, or siok, or in prison, and 
did not ministor unto thee? 

46 Then shall he answer them, say 
ing, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch 
as ye did it not to one of the least of 
these my brethron, ye did it not unto 
me. 

47 And those shall go away inh 
everlasting punishment; bat the 
righteous into life eternal. 

CHAPTER XX VL 
The Lcmfi supper—Chritt betrayed. 

ND it came to pass, when Jesus 
had finished a]) these sayings, 
he said unto his disciples, 

2 Ye know that after two days is 
the passover, and then the Son of 
Man is hetrayed to be cruoified. 

3 Then assembled togother the chief 
priests, and Scribes, and the elders 
of the people, unto the palace of the 
high priest, who was oalled Caiaphae, 
and consulted that they might take 
Jesus by subtilty and kill him. 

4 But they said, Not on the feast- 
day, lest there be an uproar among 
the people. 

5 Now when Jesus was in Bethany, 
in the house of Simon the leper, there 
oame unto him a woman having an 
alabaster box of very precious oint¬ 
ment, and poured it on his head as 
he sat in the house. 

6 But when some saw this, they had 
indignation, saying, Unto what pur¬ 
pose is this waste ? For this ointment 
might have been sold for much, and 
given to the poor. 

7 When they had said this, Jesus 
understood them, and he said unto 
them, Why trouble ye the woman ? 
For she hath wrought a good work 
upon mo. 

8 For ye have the poor alwajB with 
yon; but me ye have not always. 

9 For she hath poured this ointment 
on my body, for my burial. 

10 And in this thing that she hath 
done, she shall bo blessed ; for verily 
I say unto you, Wheresoever this 
gospel shall be preaohod in the whole 
world, this thing that this woman 
hath done, shall also be told for a 
memorial of her. 

11 Then one of the twelve, called 
Judas Iscariot, went nnto the chief 
priests, and said, What will ye give 
me, and I will deliver him unto you ? 
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And they oovenanLed with him for 
thirty pieces of silver. 

12 And from that time he sought 
opportunity to betray Jesus. 

13 Now ou the first day of tho feast 
of unleavened bread, the disoiples 
came unto Jesus, saying unto him, 
Where wilt thou that we prepare for 
thee to eat tho passover? 

14 Aid ho said, Qo into the city to 
luch a man, and say unto him, The 
master saith, My time is at hand; I 
will keep tho passover at thy house 
with my disciples. 

Id And the disciples did as Jesus 
appointed them; aod they made ready 
the passover. 

16 Now when the evening was come, 
he sat down with tho twelve. 

17 And as they did eat, he said, 
Verily I say unto you, that one of 
you shall hetray me. 

16 And they were oxoeeding sor¬ 
rowful, and began every one of them 
to say unto him, Lord, is it I? 

19 And he answered and said, He 
that dippelh his hand with me in the 
dish, the same shall betray me. 

20 But the Son of Man goeth as it 
is written of him; but woe unto that 
man by whom tho Son of Man is be¬ 
trayed I It had been good for that 
man if he had not been born. 

21 Then Judas, who betrayed him, 
answered and said, Master, is it I? 
He said unto him, Thon hast said. 

22 And as thoy were eating, Jesus 
took broad and brake it, and blessed 
it, and gave to his disoiples, and said, 
Take, cat; this is in remembrance of 
my hody whiob I give a ransom for you. 

23 And he took the oup, and gave 
thanks, and gave it to them, saying, 
Drink ye all of it. 

24 For this 1 b in remembranoe of 
my blood of the new testament, which 
Is shed for as many as shall believe 
on my name, for the remission of 
their sins. 

25 And I give unto you a command¬ 
ment, that ye shall observe to do the 
things which ye have seen me do, 
and bear reoord of me even unto the 
end. 

26 But I say unto you, I will not 
drink henceforth of this fruit of the 
vino, until that day when I drink it 
anew with yon In my Father's king¬ 
dom. 


27 And when they had snng a hymn, 
they went out into tho mount of 
Olives. 

28 Then said Jesus unto them, All 
ye shall be offended because of me 
this night; for it is written, I will 
smite the Shepherd, and the sheep of 
the flock shall be scattered abroad. 

29 But after I am risen again, I will 
go before you into Galilee. 

30 Peter answered and said unto 
him, Though all men should bo offend¬ 
ed because of thee, I will never be 
offended. 

31 Jesus said unto him. Verily I say 
unto thee, that this night, bofore 
the cock orow, thou shalt deny m 
thrioe. 

32 Peter said unto him, Though 1 
should die with thee, yet wil! I not 
deny thee. Likewise also said all the 
disciples. 

33 Then oomelh Jesus with them 
unto a place called Getheomane, and 
Baid unto the disoiples, Sit ye here, 
while I go and pray yonder. 

34 And he toclc with him Peter and 
the two sons of Zcbodeo, and began 
to be sorrowful and very heavy. 

35 Thon said he unto them, My soul 
is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death; tarry ye here and watch with 
me. 

36 And he went a little further, and 
fell on his face, and prayed, saying, 
0 my Father, if it be possible, let 
this oup paBs from me; nevertheless, 
not as I will, but as thou wilt. 

37 And he oometh unto the disoiples 
and findeth them asleep, and saith 
onto Peter, What, oonld ye not watoh 
with me one hour 7 

38 Watch and pray yo, that ye enter 
not into temptation; the spirit indeed 
is willing; but the flesh is weak. 

39 He went away again the second 
time and prayed, saying, 0 my Fa- 
thor, if this oup may not pasB away 
from me, oxoept I drink it, thy will 
be done. 

40 And he oame and found them 
asleep again; for their eyes were 
heavy. 

41 And he left them, and went away 
again, and prayed the third time, 
saying the same words. 

42 Then oometh he to his disoiples, 
and said unto them, Sleep on now 
and take rest. Behold, the hoar Is 
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At hand, and the Son of Man is be¬ 
trayed into the hand3 of sinners. 

43 And after they had Blept, he said 
onto them, Arise, and let us be going. 
Behold, he is at hand that doth be¬ 
tray me. 

44 And while he yet spake, lo, Ju¬ 
das, one of the twelve, came, and 
with him a great multitude with 
■words and staves, from the chief 
priests and elders of the people. 

45 Now he that betrayed him gave 
them a sign, saying, Whomsoever I 
■hall kibJ, that same is he; hold him 
fast, 

46 And forthwith he came to Jesus, 
and said, Hail, Master! and kisBed 
him. 

47 And Jesns said unto him, Judas, 
wherefore art thou come to hetray me 
with a kiss ? 

48 Then came they and laid hands 
on Jesus, and took him. 

49 And behold, one of them which 
were with Jesus, stretched out his 
hand and drew his sword, and struck 
a servant of the high priest, and 
■mote off his ear. 

60 Then said Jesus unto him, Put 
up again thy sword into its place; 
for all they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword. 

61 Thinkest thou that I cannot now 
pray to my Father, and he shall 

f >resently give me more than twelve 
egions of angels ? 

62 But how then Bhall the Boriptures 
be fulfilled, that thuB it must be ? 

63 In that same hour Baid Jesus 
unto the multitudes, Are ye come out 
as against a thief, with swords and 
■taves, for to take me ? I sat daily 
with you in the temple, teaching, and 
ye laid no hold on me. 

54 But all this was done that the 
■oriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. 

55 Then all the disoiples forsook 
him, and fled. 

56 And they that had laid hold on 
Jobus, led him away to Caiaphas the 
high prieBt, where the Soribes and 
the elaers were assembled. 

67 But Peter followed him afar off 
unto the high priest’s palaoe, and 
went in, and eat with the servants to 
■ee the end. 

68 Now the ohief priests, and elders, 
and all the oounoil, sought false wit¬ 


ness against Jesus, to put bim to 
death; but found none. 

59 Yea, though many false witnesses 
came, they found none that could ac¬ 
cuse him. 

60 At tho last came two false wit¬ 
nesses, aud said, This man said, I am 
ahle to destroy the temple of God, 
and to huild it in three days. 

61 And the high priest arose and 
said unto him, Answereet thou no¬ 
thing ? Enowest thou what thete 
witness against thee? 

02 But Jesus he4d his peace. 

63 And the high priest answered 
and said unto him, 

64 I adjure thee by the living God, 
that thou tell us whether thou he the 
ChriBt, the Son of God. 

65 Jesus said unto him, Thou has- 
said. Nevertheless, I say unto yot 
hereafter shall ye see 1 be Son of Man 
Bitting on the right hand of power, 
and coming in the olouds of heaven. 

66 Then the high priest rent hia 
olothes, saying, He bath spoken blas¬ 
phemy ; what further need have we 
of witnesses? Behold, now, ye bave 
heard his blasphemy. What think ye? 

67 They answered and said. He is 
guilty, and worthy of death. 

68 Then did they spit in his face 
and huffet him; and others smote 
him with the palma of their hands, 
saying, Prophesy unto us, thou Chris!, 
who is it that smote thee ? 

69 Now Peter sat without in the 
alaoe; and a damsel came unto 
im, saying, Thou also wast with Je¬ 
sus of Galilee. 

70 But he denied before them all, 
saying, I know not wbat thou say- 
eat. 

71 And when he was gone out into 
the porch, another saw him, and said 
unto them that were there, This man 
was also with JesuB of Natareth. 

72 And again he denied with an 
oath, saying, I do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came they that 
stood by, and said to Peter, Sorely 
thou also art one of them; for thy 

eech betrayeth thee. 

4 Then began he to curse and to 
swear, saying, I know not the man. 

75 And immediately the eock orew. 

76 And Peter remembered the words 
of Jesus, which he said unto him. 
Before the oook crow, thou shalt deny 
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mo thrice. And ho went ont and 
wept bittorly. 

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Tht Crucifixion of Christ. 

HEN the morning was come, all 
the ohief priestB and elders of 
the people took ooudboI against Je¬ 
sus, to put him to death. 

2 And when they bad bound him, 
they led him away, and delivered 
him to Pontius Pilate, the governor. 

3 Then Judas, who had hetrayed 
him, when he saw that he was 
condemned, ropentod himself, and 
hrought again the thirty pieoes of 
silver to the ohief priosts and elders, 

4 Saying, I have sinned in that I 
have botrayed the innocent blood. 

5 And they said unto him, What is 
that to us ? See thou to it; thy sins 
be upon thoe. 

0 And he oast down the pieoes of 
silver in the temple, and departed, 
and went, and hanged himself on a 
tree. And straightway he foil down, 
and his boweU gushed out, and he 
died. 

7 And the ohief priests took the 
silver pieoes, and said, It is not lawful 
for us to put thorn in the treasury, 
because it is the price of blood. 

8 And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter’s field, 
to bury strangers in. Wherefore that 
field was called, The field of blood, 
unto this day. 

9 Then was fulfilled that whioh was 
■poken by Jeremy, tho prophet, say¬ 
ing, And thoy took the thirty pieoes 
of silver, tho price of him that was 
valued, whom they of the children of 
[sraol did value. 

10 And therefore thoy took the 
piooes of silver, and gavo them for 
the potter’s field, as tho Lord ap¬ 
pointed by the mouth of Jeremy. 

11 And Jesus stood before the go¬ 
vernor; and tbo govornor nsked him, 
saying, Art thou tho kingof tbe Jews ? 

12 And Jesus said unto him, Thou 
sayest truly; for thus it is written of 
me. 

13 And when he was accused of the 
ehief priosts and elders, he answered 
nothing. 

14 Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Huarest thou not how manythings they 
witness against thee? 

10 And no answered him not to his 


questions; yea, never a word. In so 
mnoh that the governor m err oiled 
greatly. 

10 Now at the feast the governor 
was wont to release onto the people 
a prisoner, whom they would. 

17 And they had then a notable pri¬ 
soner, called Barabbas. 

18 Therefore wheD they were ga¬ 
thered together, Pilate said unto 
them, Whom will ye that I release 
nnto you ? Barabbas, or Jeans whioh 
is oalled Christ ? 

10 For he knew that for onvy they 
had delivered him. 

20 When he waa set down on the 
judgment-seat, his wife sent unto 
him, saying, Have thon nothing to 
do with that just man, for I have suf¬ 
fered many things this day in a vision 
because of him. 

21 But the ohief priests and elders 
persuaded the multitude that they 
should ask BarabbaB, and destroy Je¬ 
sus. 

22 A nd the governor said unto them, 
Whether of tho twain will ye that I 
release unto you ? They said, Barab¬ 
bas. 

23 Pilate said unto them, What shall 
I do with Jesns, whioh is called 
Christ? 

24 And all said onto him, Let him 
be crucified. 

25 And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they 
cried out the more, saying, Let him be 
oruoified. 

20 When Pilato saw that he could 
prevail nothing, but rather a tumult 
was made, he took water, and washed 
his hands before the multitude, say¬ 
ing, I am innocent of the blood of 
this just person; see that ye do no¬ 
thing unto him. 

27 Then answered all the people, 
and said, Hie blood oome upon us and 
our ohildren. 

28 Then released he Barabbas unto 
them; and when he had soourged 
Jesus, he delivered him to be ern- 
oified. 

20 Then the soldiers of the governor 
took Jesus into the oommon hall, and 
gathored unto him the whole band. 

30 And they stripped him, and put 
on him a purple robe. 

31 And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put It upon hlf 
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bead, and a reed In his right hand; 
and they bowed the knee before him, 
and they mooked him, saying. Hail, 
King of the Jews ! 

32 And they spit upon him, and 
took the reed, ana smote him on the 
head. 

33 And after that they had mooked 
him, they took the robe off from him, 
and put his own raiment on him, and 
led him away to orucify him. 

34 And as they came out, they found 
i man of Cyrene, Simon by name; 
aim they compelled to bear his cross. 

35 And when they were come unto 
a place called Golgotha, (that is to say, 
a place of burial,) 

36 They gave him vinegar to drink 
mingled with gall; and when he had 
tasted the vinegar, he would not 
drink. 

37 And they crucified him, and part¬ 
ed his garments, casting lots ; that it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken 
by the prophet, They parted my gar¬ 
ments among them, and for my ves- 
tnre they did cast lots. 

38 And sitting down they watched 
him there. 

30 And Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross, and the writing was, 

40 JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS, in letters of 
Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew. 

41 And the chiof priests said unto 
Pilate, It should be written and set 
up over his head, his accusation, This 
is he that said he was Jesus, the King 
of the Jews. 

42 But Pilate answered and said, 
What I have written, I have written; 
let it alone. 

43 Then were there two thieves oru- 
oifled with him; one on the right hand, 
and another on the left. 

44 And they that passed by reviled 
him, wagging their heads, and say¬ 
ing, Thou that destroyest the temple, 
and buildest it again in three days, 
save thyself. If thou be the Son of 
God oome down from the oross. 

45 Likewise also the ohief priests 
mooking with the Soribes and the 
elders, said, He saved others, himself 
he cannot save. If he be the King 
of Israel, let him now oome down 
from the oross, and we will believe 
him. 

46 He trusted in God; let him de¬ 


liver him now; if he will save him, 
let him save him; for he said, I am 
the Son of God. 

47 One of the thieves also, which 
were oruoified with him, cast the 
same in his teeth. But the other re¬ 
buked him, saying, Dost thou not 
fear God, seeing thou art under the 
same condemnation ; and this man is 
just, and hath not sinned; and he 
cried unto the Lord that he wool.I 
save him. 

48 And the Lord said untt him, Tt is 
day thou shall bo with me iL Paradise. 

49 Now from the sixth nour there 
was darkness over all the land unto 
the ninth hour. 

50 And about the ninth hour Jesuit 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli, 
Eli, lama sabacthani? (That is to 
say, My God, my God, why hast tbou 
forsaken me?) 

51 Some of them that stood there, 
when they heard him, said, This man 
callelh for Elias. 

52 And straightway one of them ran, 
and took a sponge, and filled it with 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave 
him to drink. 

53 Therestsaid,Lethimbe,Ietussee 
whether Elms will corns to save him. 

54 Jesus when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, saying, Father, it 
is finished, thy will is done, yielded 
up the ghost. 

55 And behold, the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom ; and the earth did quake, and 
the rooks rent; 

56 And the graves were opened; 
and the bodies of the saints which 
slopt, arose, who were many, and 
oame out of their graves. 

57 And after his resurreotion, went 
into the holy city and appeared unto 
many. 

58 Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watching 
Jesus, heard the earthquake, and saw 
those things which were done, thej 
fearod greatly, saying, Truly this wm 
the Son of God. 

59 And many women were there be¬ 
holding afar off, which followed Jesua 
from Galilee, ministering unto him 
for his burial; among whom war 
Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mo¬ 
ther of James and Joses, and the 
mother of Zehedee’s ohildren. 
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60 When the evening was oome, 
(here came a rich man of Arimathea, 
named Joseph, who also himself was 
Jesus' disciple ; ho went to Pilate and 
begged the body of Jesus. 

61 Then Pilato oommandod the body 
to be delivered. 

62 And when Joseph had taken the 
body, ho wrapped it in a clean linen 
cloth, and laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in the 
rook; and he rolled a great stone to 
the door of the sepulchre, and de¬ 
parted. 

63 And there was Mary Magdalene, 
and the other Mary, sitting over 
against the sepulchre. 

64 Now the next day that followed 
the day of the preparation, the chief 
priests and Pharisees came together 
nnto Pilate, saying, Sir, we romomber 
that that deceiver said, whilo he was 
yet alive, After three days I will rise 
again, 

66 Command therefore, that the se¬ 
pulchre be made sure until the third 
day, lest his disciples come by night, 
and steal him away, and say unto the 
people, He is risen from the dead; so 
this last imposture will be worso than 
the first. 

60 Pilate said unto them, Ye have a 
watoh ; go your way, make it as sure 
as yon can. 

67 So they went and made the so- 
pulohre sore, sealing the stone and set¬ 
ting a watch. 

CHAPTER XXVm. 

The resurrection of Christ—He tends forth 
the disciples. 

N the end of tho Sabbath day, as it 
began to dawn towards the first 
day of the week, early in the morn¬ 
ing, came Mary Magdalene, and the 
other Mary to see the sepulohre. 

2 And behold, there nad been a 
great earthquake; for two angels of 
the Lord descended from heaven, and 
oame and rolled baok the stone from 
the door, and sat upon it. 

3 And their aountenanoe was like 
lightning, and their raiment white as 
snow; and for fear of them the keep¬ 
ers did shake, and hooame as though 
they were dead. 

4 And the angels answered and said 
■nto the women, Fear not ye; for we 
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know that ye seek Jems who wu 

crucified. 

5 He is not here; for he has risen, 
as he said. Come, see the place 
where the Lord lay; and go quickly, 
and tell his disciples that he is risen 
from the dead ; and, behold, he goeth 
before you into Galilee ; there shall ye 
see him; lo, I have told you. 

6 And they departed quickly from 
the sepulohre, with fear and great 
joy; and did run to bring his disoi- 
ples word. 

7 And as they went to tell his disci¬ 
ples, bohold Jesus met them, saying, 
All hail! 

8 And thoy came and held him by 
the feet, and worshipped him. 

0 Then said Jeans unto them, Be 
not afraid; go tell my brethren that 
they go into Galilee, and there shall 
they see me. 

10 Now when they were going, be¬ 
hold, some of the watch came into the 
oity, and showed unto the ohief priests 
all the things that were done. 

11 And when they were assembled 
with the elders, and had taken coun¬ 
sel, they gave large money unto the 
soldiers, 

12 Saying, Say ye, Hib disciples 
oame by night, and stole him while 
we slept. 

13 And if this come to the governor's 
ears, we will persuade him, and secure 
you. 

14 So they took tho money, and did 
as they were taught; and this saying 
is commonly reported among the Jews 
until this day. 

15 Thon the eleven disciples went 
away into Galilee, into a mountain 
where Jesus bad appointed them. 

16 Aud when they saw him, they 
worshipped him ; but some doubted. 

17 Ana Jesus came and spake unto 
them, saying, All power is given nnto 
mo in heaven and in earth. 

18 Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost; 

19 Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have oommanded 
yon; and, lo, I am with you always, 
unto the end of the world. Amen. 
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OIIAPTKR L 

HE beginning of the gospel of Je- 
sub Christ, the Son of God; as it 
is written in the prophets, Behold, I 
send my messenger before thy face, 
which shall prepare thy way before 
thee. 

2 The voioo of one orying in the 
wilderness, Prepare ye the way of 
the Lord, make his paths straight. 

3 John did baptize in the wilder¬ 
ness, and preach the baptism of re¬ 
pentance for the remission of sins. 

4 And there went out unto him atl 
the land of Jadea, and they of Je¬ 
rusalem, and many were baptized of 
him in the river Jordan, confessing 
their sins. 

5 And John was clothed with ca¬ 
mels' hair, and with a girdle of skin 
about his loins; and he did eat loonsts 
and wild honey; and preached, say¬ 
ing, There cometh one mightier than 
I after me, tho latchot of whose Bhoes 
[ am not worthy to stoop down and 
unloose. 

6 I indeed have baptized you with 
water; but he shall not only baptize 
you with water, but with fire, and the 
Holy Ghost. 

7 And it came to pasB in those days, 
that Jesus came from Nazareth of 
Galilee, and was baptized of John in 
Jordan. 

8 And straightway ooming up out 
of the water, he saw tho heavens 
opened, and tho Spirit liko a dove 
descending upon him; 

9 And thore came a voice from hea¬ 
ven, saying, Thou art my beloved 
Sod, in whom I am well ploased. 
And John bare record of it. 

10 And immediately tho Spirit took 
him into the wilderness. 

11 And he was there in the wilder¬ 
ness forty days, Satan seeking to 
tempt him; and was with the wild 
Donets; and tho angels ministered 
unto him. 

12 Now after that John was put in 
prison, Jesus eaine into Galilee, 
preaohing the gospel of the kingdom 
of God; and saying, 

13 The time is fulfilled, and tho 
kingdom of God If at band; repent 
ye, and believe tho gospol. 
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14 And now as he walked by the 
sea of Galilee, he saw Simon and 
Andrew his brother, casting a net 
into the sea; for they were fishers. 

15 And Jesus said unto them, Come 
ye after me, and 1 will make you to 
become fishers of men. 

10 And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed him, 

17 And when he had gone a little 
further thence, he Baw James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his brother, 
who also were in the ship mending 
their nets. 

18 And he called them ; and straight¬ 
way they left their father Zebedee 
in the ship wRh the hired servants, 
and went after him. 

19 And they went into Capernaum; 
and straightway on the Sabbath day 
he entered into the synagogue, and 
taught. 

20 And they were astonished at his 
doctrine ; for ho taught them as one 
that had authority, and not as the 
soribes. 

21 And there was in their synagogue 
a man with an unolean spirit; and 
he cried out, saying. Let ns alone : 
what have we to do with thee, thou 
Jesus of Nazareth? Art thou come 
to destroy us? I know thee, whom 
thou art, the Holy one of God. 

22 And Jesus rebuked him, saying. 
Hold thy peace, and come oat of him. 

23 And when tho unolean spirit 
had torn him, and cried with a loud 
voice, he came out of him. 

24 And they were all amazed, inso¬ 
much that they questioned among 
themselves, saying, What thing is 
this? What new doctrine is this? 
For with authority oommandeth ha 
even the QDolean spirits, and they do 
obey him. 

25 And immediately his fame spread 
abroad throughout all the regions 
round about Galilee. 

26 And forthwith when they were 
oomo out of the synagogue, they en¬ 
tered into tho house of Simon and 
Andrew, with James and John. 

27 And Simon’s wife's mother 
eiok of a fever; and they besought 
him for her. 

28 And he same and took her by

the band, and lifted her up; and im¬ 
mediately the fever left her, and she 
oarne and ministered unto them. 

29 And at evening after Buneet, they 
brought unto him all that were 
diseased, and them that were pos¬ 
sessed with devils; and all the oity 
was gathered together at the door. 

30 And be healed many that were 
sick of divers diseases, and oast out 
many devils; and suffered not the 
devils to speak, beoause they knew 
him. 

31 And in the morning, rising up a 
great while before day, he went out 
and departed into a solitary plaoe, 
and there nrayed. 

32 And Simon and they that were 
with him, followed after him. 

33 And when they had found him, 
they said unto him, All men seek for 
thee. 

34 And ho said unto them. Lot us 
go into the next towns, that I may 

reaob thoro also ; for therefore oame 
forth. 

35 And he preached in their syna¬ 
gogues throughout all Galilee, and 
oast out devils. 

39 And there oame a loper to him, 
beseoohing him, and knoeling down 
to him, said, If thou wilt, thou canst 
make me olean. 

37 And Jesus, moved with compas¬ 
sion, put forth his hand and touched 
him, and said unto him, I will; be 
thou olean. 

38 And as soon as he had spoken, 
immediately the leprosy doparted 
from him, and he was cleansed. 

39 And he strailly oharged him, 
and forthwith Pont him away; and 
said onto him, See thou say nothing 
to any man; hut go thy way, show 
thyself to Ihe priests, and offer for 
thy otoansing, those things which 
Moses commanded, for a testimony 
unto thorn. 

40 But he went out, and began to 
pnhllBb it much, and to blazo abroad 
the matter, insomuch that Josus could 
no more openly entor into the city, but 
was without in solitary places; and 
they came to him from evory quarter. 

CIIAPTKR II. 

Tfu prearMng of Christ —77i* word con¬ 
firmed by signs. 

ND Again, he entered into Caper¬ 
naum after many days; and it 
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was noised ahroad that he was in tLs 
house. 

2 And straightway many wore 
gathered togother, insomuch that 
there was no room to reoeioe the mnl- 
titade; no, not so muoh as about the 
door; and he preached the word unto 
them. 

3 And they came unto him, bring¬ 
ing one siok of the palsy, whioh was 
borne of four persons. 

4 And when they could not come 
nigh unto him, for the press, they 
uncovered the roof where he was; 
and when they had broken it up, they 
let down the bed wherein the siok of 
the palsy lay. 

5 When Jesus saw their faith, he 
said unto the siok of the palsy, 6on, 
thy sins be forgiven thee. 

6 But thore were certain of the 
soribes sitting there, and reasoning in 
their hearts, Why doth this man thus 
speak blasphemies? Who oan for¬ 
give sins but God only ? 

7 And immediately, when JesuB per¬ 
ceived in his spirit, that they so rea¬ 
soned within themselves, he said unto 
them, Why reason ye these things in 
your hearts ? Is it not easier to say 
to the siok of the palsy, Thy sins be 
forgiven thee; than to say, Arise, and 
take up thy bed and walk 1 

8 But that ye may know that the 
Son of Man has power on earth to 
forgive sins, (he said unto the sick of 
the palsy,) I say unto thee, Arise, and 
take up thy bed, and go thy way into 
thy house. 

9 And immediately he arose, took np 
the hed, and went forth before them 
all; insomuoh that they were all 
amazed, and many glorified God, 
saying, We never saw Ihe power of 
God after this manner. 

10 And Jesus went forth again by 
the seaside, and all the multitude re¬ 
sorted unto him, and he taught them. 

11 And as ho passed by, he saw 
Levi the son of Alpheus, sitting at 
the plaoe where they reoeivo tribute, 
as was customary in those days, and 
he said unto him, Follow me; and he 
aroso and followed him. 

12 And it oamo to pass, as Jeans sat 
at meat in his houso, many publioans 
and sinnors sat also togethor with him 
and his diaoiplea; for these were 
many, and they followed him.

13 And when the sorihos and Phari¬ 
sees saw him eat with poblio&ns and 
sinners, they said onto his disoipleB, 
How is it that he cateth and drinaeth 
with publicans and sinners? 

14 When Jesas heard this, he said 
anto them, They that are whole have 
no need of the physioian, but they 
that are sick. 

15 I came not to call the righteous, 
but sinners to repentance. 

16 And they camo and said unto 
him, The disciples of John and of the 
Pharisees used to fast; and why do 
the disciples of John and of the Pha¬ 
risees fast, but thy disciples fast not? 

17 And Jesus said unto them, Can 
the ohildren of the bride-chamber fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them ? 
As long as they have the bridegroom 
with them, they cannot fast. 

16 But the days will como, when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from 
them, and then shall they fast in those 
days. 

19 No man also Beweth a piece of 
new cloth on an old garment; else 
the new piece that filled it up taketh 
away from the old, and the rent is 
made worse. 

20 And no man puttetb new wine 
Into old bottles; else the now wine 
doth burst the bottles, and the wine 
Is spilled, and tbe bottles will be mar¬ 
red ; but new wine must be pat into 
new bottles. 

21 And it came to pass, that he went 
through the oornfields on the Sabbath 
day; and his disciples began, as they 
went, to pluck the ears of com. 

22 And the Pharisees said unto 
him, Behold, why do thy disciples 
on the Sabbath day that which is not 
lawful? 

23 And ho said nnto thorn, Have ye 
never read what David did, when he 
had need and was an hungered, he, 
and they who were with him ? 

24 How he went into the house of 
God, in the days of Abinthar the high 
priest, and did eat the shew bread, 
which is not lawful to eat but for the 
prieBts, and gave also to them which 
were with him ? 

25 And he said unto them, The Sab¬ 
bath was mado for man, and net man 
for the Sabbath. 

26 Wherefore the Sabbath was givon 
unto man for a day of rest; and also 


that man should glorify God, and not 
that man should not eat; 

27 For the Son of Man made the 
Sabbath day, therefore the Son of 
Man is Lord also of the Sabbath. 

CHAPTER III. 

The. choosing of the Twelve — Their name *— 
The brethren of Christ. 

ND he entered again into the 
synagogue; and there was a man 
there which had a withered hand. 

2 And they watched him to see 
whether he would heal him on the 
Sabbath day ; that they might acouse 
him. 

3 And he said unto the man whioh 
had a withered hand. Stand forth. 

4 And he said nnto them, Is it law¬ 
ful to do good on tbe Sabbath dayi, 
or to do evil ? To save life, or to 
kill ? Bat they held their peace. 

5 And when he had looked round 
about on -them with anger, being 
grieved for the hardness of their 
hearts, he said nnto the man, Stretoh 
forth thy hand. 

A And he stretched out his hand; 
and his hand was restored whole as 
the other. 

7 And the Pharisees went forth, and 
straightway took council with the 
Herodians against him, how they 
might destroy him. 

8 Bnt Jesus withdrew himself, with 
his disciples, to the sea; and a great 
multitude from Galilee followed him, 
and from Judea, and from Jerusalem, 
and from Idumea and from beyond 
Jordan; and they about Tyre and 
Sidon, a great multitude, when they 
heard what great things he did, came 
unto him. 

0 And ho spake nnto his disciples, 
that a small ship should wait on him, 
because of the multitude, lest they 
throng him. 

10 For he bad healed many ; inso- 
mneb that they pressed upon him for 
to touoh him. As many as had 
plagues and unclean spirits, when 
they saw him, fell down hefore him, 
and oried, saying, Thou art the Son 
of God. 

11 And he etraitly charged them 
that they should not make him 
known. 

12 And he goeth ap into tho moun¬ 
tain, and onllelh whom he would: 
and they came unto him. 
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IS And he ordained twelve, that 
they should be with him, and that he 
might send them forth to preaoh, and 
to have power to heal sicknesses, and 
to oast out devils. 

14 And Simon he surnamed Peter; 
and James the son of Zobodeo, and 
John the brothor of James; and he 
surnamed them Boanerges, which is, 
The sons of thunder; and Andrew, 
and Philip, and Bartholomew, and 
Matthew, and Thomas, and James the 
son of Alpheus, and Thaddcus, and 
Simon the Canaanito, and Judas Is- 
oariot, which also betrayed him; and 
they wont into a house. 

15 And the multitude comoth to¬ 
gether again, so that they oould not 
so much as eat bread. 

16 And when his friends heard him 
speak, they went out to lay hold on 
him; for they said. Ho is beside him¬ 
self. 

17 And the soribos which same 
down from Jerusalem, said, He hath 
Beelzebub, and by the prince of the 
devils, ho casteth out devils. 

18 Now Josus knew this, and he 
oalled them, and said unto thorn in 

arabloe, How can Satan cast out 
atan ? And if a kingdom be divided 
againBt itself, how oan that kingdom 
stand ? 

19 And if a house be divided 
against ilBelf, that house oannot 
stand. And if Satan rise up against 
himself and be divided, he oannot 
stand; but speedily hath an end. 

20 No man oan enter into a strong 
man’s house, and spoil his goods, ex¬ 
cept he will first bind the strong man, 
and then he will spoil his house. 

21 And then came certain men unto 
him, aoousing him, saying, Why do 
ye receive sinners, seeing thou 
makest thyself the Son of Qod. 

22 But he answered them and said, 
Verily I say unto you, All sins which 
men havo committed, when they re¬ 
pent, shall be forgiven them; for I 
came to preaoh repontanoe unto the 
ions of men. 

23 And blasphemies, wherewith so¬ 
ever they shall blaspheme, shall be 
forgiven them that oome unto me, 
and do the works whioh they see mo 
do. 

24 But there Isa sin whioh shall not 
be forgiven. He that shall bias- I 
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pheme against the Holy Ghost, hath 
never forgiveness; but Is in danger 
of being out down out of the world. 
And they shall inherit eternal dam¬ 
nation. 

25 And this he said unto them be* 
oause thoy said, He hath an unclean 
spirit. 

26 While he was yet with them, and 
while he was yet speaking, there oame 
there some of his brethren, and his 
mother; and standing without, sent 
unto him, oalling unto him. 

27 And the multitude sat about him, 
and they Baid unto him, Behold thy 
mother and thy brethren without seek 
for thee. 

28 And he answered them, saying. 
Who is my mother, or who are my hre* 
thren ? 

29 And he looked round about on 
them which sat about him, and said, 
Behold my mother and my brethren] 

30 For whosoover shall do the will 
of God, the same is my brother, and 
my sister, and mother. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Thd parable of tower, and qf the mut- 
tard teed. 

ND ho began again to teach hy 
the sea-side; and there was ga¬ 
thered nnto him a great multitude; 
so that he entered into a ship and sat 
in the sea; and the whole multitude 
was by the sea on the land. 

2 And he taught them many things 
by parahlos. 

3 And he said unto them in his doo- 
trino, Hearken; Behold, there went 
out a sower to sow; 

4 And it came to pass aa he sowed, 
some fell by the wayside, and the 
fowls of the air oame and devoured 
it up. 

5 And some fell on stony ground, 
whore it had not muoh earth; and 
immediately it sprung up, because it 
had no depth of earth; but when the 
sun was up, it was scorched; and be¬ 
cause it had no root, tt withored 
away. 

6 And some fell among thorns, 
and the thorns grew up and choked 
it; and it yielded no fruit. 

7 And other seed fell on good 
ground, and did yield fruit, that 
sprang up and increased, and brought 
forth, some thirty-fold, some sixty and 
■ome an hundred. 
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8 And he said unto them. He that 
hath earB to hear, lot him hoar. 

0 And when he was alone with the 
twelve, and they that believed on him, 
they that were about him with the 
twelve, asked of him the parable. 

10 And he said onto them. Unto 
yon it iB given to know the mystery 
of the kingdom of God; but unto 
them that are without, all things are 
done in parabloB; 

11 That seeing, they may see and 
not porcoive; and hearing, they may 
hear and not understand; lest at any 
time thoy should be converted, and 
their sins should be forgiven them. 

12 And he said unto them, Know ye 
not thiB parable? And how then will 
ye know all parables? 

13 The sower soweth the word. 

14 And these are they by the way¬ 
side, whore the word is sown; but 
when they have heard, Satan cometh 
immediately and taketb away the 
word that was sown in their hearts. 

15 And those are thoy likewise which 
reoeive the word on stony ground; 
who, when they have hoard the word, 
Immediately reoeived it with glad¬ 
ness, and have no root in themselves, 
and so endure but for a time; and 
afterward, whon persecution or afflio- 
tion ariseth for the word’s sake, im¬ 
mediately they are offended. 

10 And these are they who receive 
tho word among thorns; such as hear 
the word, and the oares of this world, 
and the deoeitfulness of riches, and 
the Inst of other things entering in, 
choke the word, and it beoomelh un¬ 
fruitful. 

17 And these are they who reoeive 
the word on good ground; such as 
hear the word, and reoeive it, and 
bring forth fruit; some thirty-fold, 
some sixty and some an hundred. 

18 And he said unto them, Is a 
oandle brought to be pot under a 
bushel, or under a bed, and not to be 
set on a oandlestiok ? I say unto 
you, Nay; 

Id For there is nothing hid which 
shall not be manifested; neither was 
anything kept sooret, but that it 
should in dne time oomo abroad. If 
any man have ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

20 And he said unto thorn, Take 
heed what you hear; for with what 


measure ye mete, it shall be mea¬ 
sured to you; and unto you that con¬ 
tinue to receive, shall more he given ; 
for he that receiveth, to him shall be 
given; but ho that coDtinuoth not to 
receive, from him Bhall be takon even 
that whioh he hath. 

21 And he said, So is the kingdom 
of Qod; as if a man should cast seed 
into the ground; and should sleep 
and rise, night and day, and the seed 
should spring and grow up, be know- 
eth not how ; 

22 For the earth bringeth forth fruit 
of herself, first the blade, then the 
ear, after that the full corn in the 
ear. 

23 But when the fruit is brought 
forth, immediately he putteth in the 
siokle, beoause the harvest is come. 

24 And he said, Whercunto shall I 
liken the kingdom of God ? Or with 
what comparison shall we compare it ? 

25 It is like a grain of mustard seed, 
whioh, when it is sown in the earth, 
is less than all the seeds that be in 
the earth; bat, when it is sown, it 
groweth up, and beoometh greater 
than all herbs, and shoototh out great 
branohes; so that the fowls of the ait 
may lodge under the shadow of it. 

20 And with many suoh parable/- 
spake he the word unto them, a9 they 
were able to bear; but without a pa¬ 
rable spake he not unto them. 

27 And whon they were alone, he 
expounded all things onto bis disoi- 
ples. 

28 And the same day, when the 
even was come, he said unto them, 
Let us pass over unto the other side. 

29 And when they had sent away 
the multitnde, they took him, even as 
he was, in the ship. And there were 
also with him other little ships. 

30 And thero arose a great storm of 
wind, and the waves beat over into 
the ship; and he was in the hinder 
part of the ship asleep on a pillow; 
and they awoke him, and said onto 
him, Master, oarest thou not that we 
porish ? 

31 And he arose and rebaked the 
wind, and said unto the sea, Peace; 
bo still; and tho wind ceasod, and 
thero was a great oalm. 

32 And he said unto thorn. Why are 
ye so fearfnl ? How is it that ye have 
no faith ? 
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33 And they feared exceedingly, 
and hu id one to another. What man- 
nerof man ib this, that even the wind 
and the sea obey him ? 

CHAPTER V. 

The tmelean ipirit at the tombt—Healing of 
JairuJ daughter. 

A ND they came over unto the other 
pido of the sea, into the country 
of the Gadarenes. 

2 And when he w&s oome oat of the 
ship, immediately there met him out 
of the tombs, a man with an unolean 
spirit, who bad hecn dwelling among 
tne toinbB. 

3 And no man oould bind him, no, 
not with ohains; beoause that he had 
been often bound with fetters, and 
chainB, and the ohains had been 
plucked asundor by him, and the fet¬ 
ters brokon in piooos; noither oould 
any man tame him. 

4 And always, night and day, he 
was in tbo mountains, and in the 
tombs, crying, and cutting himself 
with stones. 

5 Cut whon he saw Jesus afar off, ho 
ran and worshipped him, and oried 
with a loud voice and said, What 
have I to do with thco, Jesus, thou 
Son of the most high God 7 I adjure 
thoo by God, that thou torment me 
not. For he Baid unto him, Come out 
of the man, uucloan spirit. 

0 And ho oommanded him saying, 
Doolare thy name. And he answered, 
saying, My name is Legion; for we 
are many. 

7 And he besought him muob, that 
ho would not send them away out of 
the oountry. 

0 Now there was there, nigh unto 
the mountains, a great herd of swine 
feeding. 

9 And all the devils besought him, 
saying, Bend us into the swine, that 
we may enter into them. And forth¬ 
with Jesus gavo them leave. 

10 And the unolean spirits went 
oat, and ontcred into the swino ; and 
the herd ran violently down a steep 
plaoe into the soa, (they were about 
two thousand,) and wero ohoked in 
the sea. 

11 And they that fed the swine flod, 
and told the people in the oity, and 
In the country, all that was done onto 
the swine. 

12 And they went out to Bee what 


it was that was done. And they oame 
to Jesus, and saw him that was pos¬ 
sessed with the devil, and had the 
Legion, sitting, and clothed, and in 
his right mind; and they were 
afraid. 

13 And they that saw the miraole, 
told them that oame out, how it befel 
him that was possessed of the devil, 
and how the devil was oast out, and 
ooncerning the swine. 

14 And thoy began immediately to 
pray him to depart out of their 
ooasts. 

15 And when he was oome into the 
ship, he that had been possessed with 
the devil, spoke to Jesus, and prayed 
him that he might be with him. 

16 Howbeit, Jesus suffered him 
not, but said nnto him, Go home to 
thy friends and tell them how great 
things the Lord hath done for thee, 
and hath had oompassion on thee. 

17 And he departed, and began to 

S ublish in Dooapolis, how great things 
esus had done for him ; and all that 
heard him did marvel. 

18 And when Jesus had passed 
over again by ship unto the other 
side, muoh poople gathered unto him; 
and ho was nigh unto the sea. 

19 And behold there oometh one 
of the rulers of the synagogue, Jairus 
by name; and when he saw him he 
fell at his feet, and besought him 
greatly, saying, My little daughter 
lieth at the point of death ; oome and 
lay thy hands on her that she may be 
healed; and she shall live. 

20 And ho went with him; and 
muoh people followed him and 
thronged him. 

21 And a oertain woman, whioh had 
an issue of blood twelve years, and 
had suffered many things of many 
physioiaus, and had spent all that 
sho had, and was nothing bettered 
but rather grew worse ; when she had 
heard of Jesus, she oame in the press 
behind, and touched his garment; 
for sho said, If I may touoh bat his 
clothes, I shall be whole. 

22 And straightway the fountain of 
her blood was dried up; and she felt 
in her body that she was healed of 
that plague. 

23 And Josub, immediately knowing 
In himself that virtue had gone out 
of him, turned him about In the press 
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tod g»id, Who touched my clothes? 

24 Acd his disciples said unto him, 
Thou secst the multitude thronging 
thee, and sayeat thou, Who touched 
mo ? 

25 And he looked round about to 
see her that had done this thing; but 
the woman, fearing and trembling, 
knowing what was done in her, oame 
and fell down before him, and told 
him all the truth. 

26 And he said onto her, Daughter, 
thy faith hath made thee wholo; go 
in peace, and be whole of thy plague. 

27 While ho yet spake, there came 
from the ruler of the synagogue’s 
house, a man who said, Thy daughter 
is dead; why troublest thou the Mas¬ 
ter any further ? 

28 As soon as he spoke, Jesus heard 
the word that was spoken, and Baid 
unto tbe ruler of the synagogue, Be 
not afraid, only believe. 

29 And he suffered no man to follow 
him, save Peter, and James, and 
John the brother of James. 

30 And when he cometh to tho house 
of the ruler of the synagogue, he 
seeth the tumult, and them that wept 
and wailed greatly. 

31 And when he was come in he said 
unto them, Why make ye this ado, 
and weep ? The damsel is not dead, 
but sleepelh. And they laughod him 
to scorn. 

32 Bat when he had put them all 
oot, he taketh the father and the 
mother of the damsel, and them that 
were with him, and entered in where 
the damsel was lying; 

33 And he took the damBel by the 
hand, and said unto her, Talitha 
oumi; whioh is, being interpreted, 
Damsel, I say unto thoe, Arise. 

34 And straightway the damsel arose 
and walked ; for she was twelve years 
old. And they were astonished with 
a great astonishment. 

35 And he charged them straitly 
that no man should know it; and 
commanded that something should 
be given her to eat. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The twelve o ailed and taU out—The Jive 
loavet and two JUhej. 

ND he oame out from thenoe, 
and oame into his own oountry; 
and his disciples followed him. 

2 And when the Sabbath day was 


come, he began to teach in the syna¬ 
gogue ; and many hearing, were 
astonished at his words, saying, From 
whence hath this man these things? 

3 And what wisdom is this that is 
given unto him, that even such mighty 
works are wrought by his hands ? 

4 Is not this the carpenter, the son 
of Mary, the brother of James and 
Joses, and of Jadah and Simon? 

5 And are not his sisters here with 
us ? And they were offended at him. 

6 But Jesus said unto them, A pro- 
het is not without honour, save in 
is own country, and among his own 

kin, and in his own house. 

7 And he could do no mighty works 
there, save that he laid his hands 
upon a few siok folks and they were 
healed. 

8 And he marvelled because of their 
unbelief. And he went round about 
the villages, teaching. 

9 And he called the twelve, and be¬ 
gan to send them forth by two and 
two; and gave them power over un- 
cloan spirits; and commanded them 
that they should take nothing for 
their journey, save a staff only; no 
scrip, nor bread, nor money in their 
purse; but should be shod with san¬ 
dals, and not take two coats. 

10 And he said unto them. In what¬ 
soever place ye enter into a house, 
there abide till ye depart from that 
place. 

11 And whosoever shall not recoive 
you, nor hear you; when yc depart 
thence shake off the dust of your feet 
for a testimony against them. 

12 Verily I say unto you, It shall be 
more tolerable for Sodom and Go¬ 
morrah in the day of judgment, than 
for that oity. 

13 And they went out, and preached 
that men should repent. 

14 And they cast out many devils, 
and anointed with oil many that were 
sick, and they were healed. 

15 And King Herod heard of Jesus; 
for his name was spread abroad; and 
he said, That John the Baptist was 
risen from the dead, and therefore, 
mighty works do show forth them¬ 
selves in him. 

16 Others said, That it is Elias; 
and others said, That it is a prophet, 
or as one of the prophets. 

17 But when Herod heard of him. 
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he said, II Lb John whom I heheaded; 
he is risen from the dead. 

IS For Herod himBelf had sent forth 
and laid hold upon John, and hound 
him in prison for Horodias’ sake, his 
brother Philip’s wife; for he had 
married her. 

19 For John had said UDto Herod, 
It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother's wifo. 

20 Thorefore Hcrodias had a quarrel 
against him, and would have killed 
him ; but sho could not. 

21 For Herod feared John, knowing 
that he was a just man, and a holy 
man, and one who feared God and 
observed to worship him; and when 
he heard him he dia many things for 
him, and heard him gladly. 

22 But when Herod’s hirlh-day was 
come, he made a supper for his lords, 
high captains, and the ohief priests 
of Galilee. 

23 And when the daughter of He- 
rodias came in, and danoed, and 
pleased Ilorod and them that sat 
with him, the king said unto the 
damsel, Ask of me whatsoever thou 
wilt, and I will give it thee. 

24 And he sware unto her, Whatso¬ 
ever thoQ shall ask of mo, I will give 
thee, unto the half of my kingdom. 

25 And Bho went forth, and said 
unto hor mother, What shall I ask 7 
And she said, The head of John the 
Baptist. 

2o And she camo in straightway 
with haste unto the kiDg, and asked, 
saying, I will that thou give me, by 
and by, iD a oharger, the head of 
John the Baptist. 

27 And tho king was exceeding 
sorry; but for his oath’s sake, and 
for their sakes whioh sat with him, he 
would uot reject her. 

28 And immediately the kiog sent 
an executioner, and oommanded his 
head to be brought; and he went and 
beheaded him in the prison. 

29 And brought his head in a 
oharger, and gave it to the damsel; 
and the damsel gave it to her mother. 

SO And when John’s disciples heard 
if it, they oame and took up his 
oorpse and laid it in a tomh. 

31 Now tho apostles gathered them¬ 
selves togother unto Jesus, and told 
him all things; both what they had 
done, and what they had taught. 
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32 And ho said unto Ihcm, Come ye 
yourselves apart into a solitary place, 
and rest a while; for there were manj 
coming and going, and they had nc 
leisure, not so much as to cat. 

33 And they departed into a solitary 
place hy ship, privately. 

34 And the people saw them depart¬ 
ing; and many knew Jesus, and ran 
afoot thither out of all cities, and 
outran them, and came together unto 
him. 

35 And Jesus when he came out, 
saw much people, and was moved 
with compassion towards them, be¬ 
cause they were as Bheop not having 
a shepherd; and he began to teach 
them many things. 

36 And when tho day was now fai 
Bpent, his disoiples oame unto him 
and said, This is a solitary plaoe, and 
now the time for departure is come, 
Bend them away, that they may go 
into the oountry round about, and into 
the villages, and buy themselves 
bread; for they have nothing to eat. 

37 And he answered and Baid unto 
them, Give ye them to eat. 

38 And they said onto him, Shall 
we go and buy two hundred penny¬ 
worth of bread, and give them to eat? 

39 He said unto them. How many 
loaves have you 7 Go and soe. 

40 And when they knew, they said, 
Five, and two fishes. 

41 And he commanded them to make 
all Bit down by companies, upon the 
green grass. 

42 And they sat down in ranks, by 
hundreds, and by fifties. 

43 And when he had taken the five 
loaves and two fishes, he looked up 
to heavon, and blessed, and break 
tho loavos, and gave to his disoiples 
to set before the multitude; and the 
two fishes divided he among them all. 

44 And they did all eat and were 
filled. 

45 And they took up twelve haskets- 
ful of the fragments, and of the 
fishes. 

46 And they that did eat of the 
loaves, were about five thousand men. 

47 And straightway he constrained 
his disciples to get into the ship, and 
to go to the othor side before him, 
unto Both Baida, while he sent away 
the people. 

48 And when he had sent them 
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away, h* departed into a mountain 
to pray. 

49 And when the evening oame, the 
ship was in the midst of the eea, and 
he alone on the laud, and he saw 
them toiling in rowing; for the wind 
was contrary unto them. 

50 And ahoot the fourth watoh of the 
night he cometh onto them, walking 
upon the sea, as if he woald have 
passed by them. 

51 Aod when they saw him walking 
apon the sea, they supposed it had 
heen a spirit, and cried out; 

52 For they all saw him, and were 
troubled. 

53 And immediatoly he talked with 
them, and said unto them, Be of good 
cheer; it is I; be not afraid. 

54 And he went up unto them into 
the ship; and the wind ceAsed; and 
Lhey were sore amazed in themselves 
beyond measure, and wondered. 

55 For they considered not of the 
loaves; for their hearts were hardened. 

56 And when they had passod over, 
they oame into the land of Q ennesaret, 
and drew to the shore. 

57 And when they woro come out of 
the ship, straightway the people knew 
him, and ran through that whole re¬ 
gion round about, and began to carry 
about in beds, those that were sick, 
where they heard he was. 

56 And whithersoever he entered, 
into villages, or oitieB, or country, 
they laid the Biok in the streets, and 
besought him that they might toooh 
if it were but the border of his gar¬ 
ments; and as many as touched him 
were made whole. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Whal drJUelh a man — The Syraphcenieian 
vxman't child hailed. 

HEN came together unto him, the 
Pharisees, and certain of the 
soribos, which oame from Jerusalem. 

2 And when they saw some of his 
disciples eat bread with defiled (that 
is to say with unwashen) hands, they 
found fault. 

3 For all the Pharisees, and all the 
Jews, except they wash hands oft, 
eat not; holding the tradition of the 
alders. 

4 And when they oome from the 
market, exoept they wash their hodies, 
they eat not. 

5 And many other things there be. 


which they have received to hold, a* 
the washing of cups, and pots, brazen 
vessels, and of tables. 

6 And the Pharisees and scribes 
asked him, Why walk not thy disci¬ 
ples according to the tradition of the 
elders, but eat bread with unwaeheu 
hands ? 

7 He answered and said unto them, 
Well hath Esaias prophesied of you 
hypocrites, as it is written, TLi* 

eople honoureth me with their lipe, 
ut their heart is far from me. How- 
beit, in vain do they worship me, 
teaching the doctrines and command 
ments of men. 

8 For laying aside the :ommand 
ments of Qod, ye hold the tradition 
of men ; the washing of pots and of 
cops; and many other such like 
things ye do. 

9 And he said unto them, Yea, alto 
gether ye reject the cornmandmeot of 
God, that ye may keep yonr own 
traditions. 

10 Full well is it written of you, 
by the prophets whom ye have re 
jeoted. 

11 They testified these things of a 
truth, and their blood shall be upon 
you. 

12 Ye have kept not the ordinance? 
of God; for Moses said, Honour thy 
father and thy mother; and whosn 
ourseth father or mother, let him die 
the death of the transgressor, as it is 
written in your law ; but ye keep not 
the law. 

13 Ye say, If a man shall say to his 
father or mother, Corhan, that is to 
say, a gift, by whatsoever thou Bright¬ 
est be profited by me, he is of age. 
And ye suffer him no more to do 
aught for his father or his mother ; 
making the word of God of none 
effeot through your tradition, which 
ye have delivered: and many such 
like things do ye. 

14 And when he had cftlled all the 
people, he said untr them, Ilearkcu 
auto mo every one, and understand ; 

16 There is nothing from without, 
that entering into a man. can defile 
him, which is food ; but the things 
whioh oome out of him ; those are 
they that defile the man, that procced- 
eth forth out of the heart. 

16 If any man have ears to hear, 
let him hear. 
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17 And when he was entered lnte 
the houae from among tho people, his 
disciples asked him concerning tho 
parable. 

18 And be said unto them, Are yo 
without understanding also ? Do ye 
not perceive, that whatBoover thing 
from without cntcrcth into the man, 
cannot defile him ; because it enLeroth 
not into his heart, but into the belly, 
and goeth out into the draught, purg- 
ing all meats? 

19 And ho said, That which cometh 
out of a man, defileth the man. 

20 For from within, out of the hearts 
of men, proceed evil thoughts, adul¬ 
teries, fornications, murders, thefts, 
covetousness, wiokedness, dcouit, las¬ 
civiousness, an ovil eye, blasphemy, 
pride, foolishness; 

21 All these evil things come from 
within, and defilo tho man. 

22 And from thenco he aroso, and 
went into tho borders of Tyre and 
Sidon, and cnlorod into a house, and 
would that no man should come unto 
him. 

23 But he could not deny them; for 
he had compassion on all tnon. 

24 For a woman, whoso young 
daughter had an unclean spirit, heard 
of him and oamo and fell at Lub foot. 

25 Tho woman was a Grook, a 
Syrophoenioian by nation; and sho 
besought him that he would cast 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 

20 But Jobus said unto her, Let tho 
ohildren of the kingdom first be 
filled; for it iB not meet to take the 
ohildron’s bread, and to cast it unto 
the dogs. 

27 And Bhe answered and said unto 
him, YeB, Lord; thou sayest truly, yet 
tho dogs under the table cat of the 
ohildron’s orumbB. 

28 And ho said unto her, For this 
6aying, go thy way ; the devil is gone 
out of thy daughter. 

29 And when she was oome to her 
house, she found that the devil had 
gono out, and her daughter was laid 
upon tho bed. 

oO And again, departing from tho 
coasts of Tyro and SidoD, he onme 
unto tho sea of Galiloo, through the 
midBt of the ooasts of Deoapolis. 

31 And they brought unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impedi¬ 
ment in his speech; and Lhoy be¬ 


sought him to put his hand upon him. 

32 And ho took him asido from the 
multitude, and put his fiDgcrs into 
his ears, and he spit and touched his 
tongue ; 

33 And looking up to heaven, he 
sighed, and said unto him, Epbphatha, 
that is, Be opened. 

34 And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue 
was loosed; and he spake plain. 

35 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man ; but tho more he 
charged thorn, bo much the more a 
great deal they published him ; 

36 And were beyond measure 
astonished, saying, He hath done all 
things well; homuketh both tho deaf 
to hear, and the dumb to speak. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

IVeding the multitude—Healing the blind 
man — Sd/nlenial taught. 

N those days, the multitude being 
very great, and having nothing to 
eat, Jesus called his disciples, and 
said unto them, 

2 I have compassion on the multi¬ 
tude, bcoause they have now been 
with me three day9, and have nothing 
to oat; and if I send them away fast¬ 
ing to their own houBOB, they will 
faint by the way; for divers of them 
came from afar. 

3 And hie disciples answered him, 
From whence oan a man satisfy those, 
bo great a multitude, with bread, here 
in the wilderness ? 

4 And he asked them, How many 
loaves have ye ? And thoy said, 
Seven. 

5 And he commanded tho people to 
sit down on the ground; and he took 
tho sevon loaves, and gave thanks, 
aud break, and gave to his disciples 
to set before the people; and they 
did sot thorn beforo the people. 

6 And they had a few small fishes; 
and he blessed them, and commanded 
to set them also before tho people, 
that they should eat. 

7 So they did eat and wore filled; 
and they took up of the brokou bread 
that was left, seven baskets. 

6 And they that had caton were 
about four thousand; and he sent 
thorn away. 

9 And straightway he colored into 
a ship with his disoiplos, and oame 
into the parts of Dalmanutha.

10 And tho Pharisees oame forth, I 
and began to quoetion wilh him, seek¬ 
ing of him a sign from heaven, tempt¬ 
ing him. 

11 And he Bighcd deeply in his 
spirit, and said, Why doth this gene¬ 
ration seek after a sign? 

12 Verily I say unto you, There 
shall no sign be given unto this 
generation, eave the sign of the 
prophet Jonah; for as Jonah was 
three days and three nights in the 
whale’s belly, eo likewise shall the 
Son of Man be buried in the bowels 
of the earth. 

13 And he left them, and entering 
into the ship again, he departed to 
the other sido. 

14 Now the multitude had forgotten 
to lake bread; neither had they, in the 
ship with them, more than ono loaf. 

15 And ho charged them, saying, 
Take heed, and beware of the leaven 
of the Pharisees, and the leaven of 
Herod. 

16 And thoy reasoned among them¬ 
selves, Baying, He hath Baid this, be- 
oause we have no broad. 

17 And when they said this among 
themselves, Jesus knew it, and he 
said unto them, 

18 Why reason ye because ye have 
no bread? Perceive ye not yet, nei¬ 
ther understand ye ? Are your hearts 
yet hardened ? 

20 Having eyes, see ye not? And 
having ears, hear ye not? And do 
ye not remember? When I brake the 
five loaves among the five thousand, 
how many baskotsful of fragments 
took ye op ? They say onto him, 
Twelve. 

21 And when the seven loaves 
among four thousand, how many bas- 
ketsful of fragments took ye up ? 
And they said, Seven. 

22 And he said unto them, How is 
it that ye do not understand ? 

23 And he oometh to Bcthsaida; 
and they bring a blind man unto 
him, and besought him to touoh him. 

24 And he took the blind man by 
the hand, and led him out of the 
town; and when he had epit upon 
his eyes, and put his hands upon 
him, he asked aim if he saw aught? 

25 And he looked up and said, I see 
men as trees walking. 

20 After that he put his hands again 


upon his eyes, and made hiiu look up, 
and he was restored an<l saw every 
man clearly. 

27 And he sent him away to his 
house, saying, Neither go into the 
town, nor tell what is done, to any in 
the town. 

28 And Jesus went out, and his dis¬ 
ciples, into the towns of Ceesarca 
Philippi; and by the way ho asked 
his disciples, sayiDg unto them, Whom 
do men say that I am ? 

29 And they answered, John the 
Baptist; but some say, Elias; and 
others, One of the prophets. 

30 And he said unto them, But whom 
say ye that I am ? 

31 And Peter answered and said 
unto him, Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of tho living God. 

32 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man of him. 

33 And he began to teach them, 
that tho Son of Man must suffer 
many things, and bo rejected of tin- 
elders, and the chief priests, and 
scribes, and be killed, and after throe 
days rise again. 

34 And he spoke that saying open 
ly. And Peter took him, and begat, 
to rebuke him. 

35 But when he had turned about 
and looked upon his disciples, be re 
buked Peter, saying, Get thee behind 
me, Satan ; for thou savourcst not the 
things that be of God, hut the things 
that be of men. 

36 And when he had called (be peo¬ 
ple, with bis disciples also, be said 
unto them, Whosoever will couie after 
me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross, and follow me, 

37 For whosoever will save his life, 
shall lose it; or whosoever will save 
his life, shall be willing to lay it 
down for my sake; and if he is not will¬ 
ing to lay it down for my sake, he 
shall lose it. 

38 But whosoever shall be willing 
to lose his life for my sake, and the 
gospel's, the same shall save it. 

39 For what shall it profit a man, 
if ho shall gain the wholo world, and 
lose his own soul ? Or whnt shall a 
man give in exchange for his soul ? 

40 Thcroforo deny yourselves of 
those, and be not ashamed of me. 

41 Whosoever shall he ashamed of 
me, and of my words, in this adulte 
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roui and sinful generation, of him 
also shall the Bon of Man be ashamed, 
when he comcth in the glory of hiB 
Father with the holy angels. 

42 And they shall Dot have part in 
that resurrection when he eometh. 

43 For verily I say unto you, That 
he Bhall come; and he that layeth 
down hie life for my sake and Lhe 
gospel’s, shall come with him, and 
shall he olothed with his glory in the 
oloud, on the right hand of the Bon 
of Man. 

44 And he said unto them again, 
Verily I say unto you, That there he 
some of them that stand here, which 
shall not taste of death, till thoyhave 
Been the kingdom of Qod come with 
power. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Transfiguration — Eliot— Offending members 
to be ad off. 

ND after Bix days Jesus taketb 
Peter, and JameB, and John, 
who asked him many questions con* 
cerning his sayings; and Jesus Icad- 
eth them up into a high mountain 
apart by themselves. And be was 
transfigured before them. 

2 And his raiment became shining, 
exceeding whito, aB snow; so white 
as no fuller on earth could whiten 
them. 

3 And there appeared onto them 
Elias with Moses, or in other words, 
John the Baptist and Moses; and 
.hey were talking with Jesus. 

4 And Peter anBworcd and said to 
Josub, Mastor, it is good for us to be 
here, and lot us make three taherna- 
oIcb ; ono for thee, and one for Moses, 
and one for Elias; for he knew not 
what to say ; for they wore sore afraid. 

6 And there was a cloud that over¬ 
shadowed them; and a voioe came 
out of Lho cloud, saying, This is my 
beloved Bon ; hear him. 

0 And suddonly, when they had 
looked around about with great asto¬ 
nishment, they saw no man any more, 
save Jesus only, with themselves. 
And immediately they departed. 

7 And as they oamo down from the 
mountain, he charged thorn that they 
should tel) no man what things they 
had Been till the Son of Man was 
'risen from the dead. 

8 And they kept that saying with 
themselvos, questioning ono with 


another wha* the rising from the 
dead should mean. 

9 And they asked him, saying, Why 
say the scribes that Elias must first 
come ? 

10 And be answered and told them, 
saying, Elias verily eometh first, 
and prepareth all things; and tcach- 
eth you of the prophets; how it is 
written of the Son of Man, that bo 
must suffer many things, and he set 
at naught. 

11 Again I say unto you, That Elias 
is indeed come, hut they have done 
unto him whatsoever they listed ; and 
even as it is written of him; and he 
bore record of me, and they received 
him not. Vorily this was Elias. 

12 And when he came to the disci¬ 
ples, he saw a great multitude about 
them, and the scribes questioning 
with them. 

13 And straightway all the people, 
when they beheld him, were greatly 
amazed, and running to him, saluted 
him. 

14 And Jcbus asked Lhe scribes, 
What questioned ye with them ? 

15 And one of tho multitude an¬ 
swered, and said, Master, I have 
brought unto thee my son, who hath 
a dumb spirit that is a devil; and 
when he eeizeth him, he tearoth him ; 
and he foameth and gnasheth with 
hiB teeth, and pineth away; aDd I 
spake to thy disciples that they might 
eaBt him out, and they could not. 

16 Jesus spake unto him and said, 
0 faithless generation ! how long shall 
I be with you? How long shall I 
suffer you? Bring him unto me. 
And they brought him unto Jesus. 

17 And when the man saw him, 
immediately ho was lorn by the spi¬ 
rit; and he fell on the ground end 
wallowed, foaming. 

18 And Jesus asked his father, How 
long a time is it since this came unto 
him ? and his father said, When a 
child; 

19 And ofttimes it hath cast bitn 
into the fire and into the water, to 
destroy him, hut if thou canst, I ask 
thco to have compassion on us, and 
help us. 

20 Jesus said unto him, If thou 
wilt believe all things I shall say 
unto you, this is possible to him that 
believeth. 
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21 And immediately the father of 
the child cried out, and said, with 
tearB. Lord, I believe; help thou mine 
anbeliof. 

22 When Jesus saw that the people 
came running together, he reouked 
the foul spirit, Baying unto him, I 
oharge thee to oorae out of him, and 
enter no more into him. 

23 Now the dnmb and deaf spirit 
oried, and rent him sore, and oame 
out of him; and he was as one dead, 
insomuoh that many said, Ho is 
dead. 

24 But Jesus took him by the hand, 
and lifted him up; and he arose. 

25 When Jesus was come into the 
house, his disciples asked him pri¬ 
vately, Why could not we oa9t nim 
ont ? 

26 And ho said unto them, This 
kind oan come forth by nothing but 
hy prayer and fasting. 

27 And they departed thence, and 
assed through Qalilee privately; for 
e would not that any man should 

know it. 

28 And he taught his disciples, and 
said unto them, The Son of Man is 
delivered into the hands of men, aDd 
they shall kill him; and after that he 
is killed, he shall rise the third day. 

29 But they understood not that 
saying, and were afraid to ask him. 

30 And he came to Capernaum; and 
being in the house, ho aBked them, 
Why was it that ye disputed among 
yourselves by the way? 

31 But they held thoir peace, being 
afraid, for hy the way they had dis¬ 
puted among themselves, who was 
the greatest among them. 

32 Now Jesus sat down and called 
the twelve, and said unto them, If 
any man desire to be first, he shall 
be last of all, and servant of all. 

33 And he took a ohild, and sat in 
the midst of them; and when he had 
taken the ohild in his arms, he said 
onto them, 

34 Whosoever shall humble himself 
like one of these children, and re- 
oeiveth me, ye shall reoeive in my 
name. 

36 And whosoever shall reoeive me, 
reoeiveth not me only, but him that 
sent me, even the Father. 

36 And John spake unto him, say¬ 
ing, Maeter, we saw one casting out 


devils in thy name, and he followed 
not us; and we forbade him, because 
he followed not us. 

37 But Jesus said, Forbid him not; 
for there is no man which shall do a 
miracle in my name, that can speak 
evil of me. For he that is not against 
os is on onr part. 

38 And whosoever shall give you t 
oup of water to drink, in my name, 
because ye belong to Christ, verily I 
say unto you, He shall not lose hii 
reward. 

39 Aud whosoever shall offend onr 
of these little ones that believe in me, 
it wore better for him that a millstone 
were hanged about his neck, and he 
were cast into the sea. 

40 Therefore, if thy hand offend 
thee, cut it off; or if thy brother 
offend thee and confess not and for 
sake not, he shall be out off. It is 
hotter for thee to enter into life 
maimed, than having two hands, to 
go into hell. 

41 For it is better for thee to enter 
into life without thy brother, than 
for thee and thy brother to be cast 
into hell; into the fire that never 
shall be quenched, where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. 

42 And again, if thy foot offend 
thee, out it off; for he that is thy 
standard, by whom thou walkest, if 
he become a transgressor, he shall be 
out off. 

43 It is better for thee, to enter 
halt into life, than having two feet 
to be cast into hell; into the fire that 
never shall be quenched. 

44 Therefore, let every man 9tand or 
fall, hy himself, and not for another; 
or not trusting another. 

45 Seek unto my Father, and it 
shall be done in that very moment 
what ye shall ask, if ye ask in faith, 
believing that yo shall receive. 

46 And if thine eye which seelh foi 
thee, him that is appointed to watch 
over thee to show thee light, become 
a transgressor and offend thee, pluok 
him out. 

47 It is better for thee to enter into 
the kingdom of God, with one eye, 
than having two eyes to be cast into 
hell fire. 

48 For it is better that thyselt 
should bo saved, than to be cast into 
hell with thy brother, where their 
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worm dicth not, and where the fire is 
not auenohod. 

49 For every one shall be salted 
with fire; and every sacrifice shall be 
salted with salt; but tho Balt mast be 
good. 

50 For if the salt have lost his salt- 
ness, wherewith will ye season it? 
(the sacrifice;) thereforo it mustneods 
be that ye have salt in yourselves, 
and have peace one with another. 

CITAPTER X. 

Of divtrrcement — Hies ring of children — 

Deceit fulness of riches — Reward of the 

saints — Self-denial — Srif-exaltation — 

Blind Dartimeus. 

ND ho arose from thence and 
cometh into the coast of Judea 
by tho farther side of Jordan; and the 
people resort unto him again; and as 
no waB accustomed to teach, ho also 
taught them again. 

2 And the Phariscos came to him 
and asked him, Is it lawful for a man 
to put away his wife? This they 
?nia, thinking to tempt him. 

3 And be answered and said unto 
them, What did Moses command 
you ? 

4 And they said, Moses suffered to 
write a bill of divoroement, and to 
put her away. 

5 Jesus answored and said onto 
them, For the hardness of your 
hearts he wroto you this prooept; 

6 Put from the beginning of the 
creation, God made thorn male and 
female. 

7 For this cause shall a man leave 
bis fathor, and mother, and cleave 
to his wifo; and they two shall bo one 
flesh; so then they are no more two, 
but one flesh; what thereforo God 
hnlh joined together, let not man put 
asunder. 

8 And in tho house his disoiples 
asked him again of the same matter. 

9 And ho said unto them, Whoso¬ 
ever shall put away bis wifo, and 
marry anothor, committeth adultery 
aguinst hor. 

10 And if a woman shall put away 
her husband, and bo married to an¬ 
other, she committeth adultory. 

11 And thoy brought young ohil- 
dreu to him, that he should touch 
them; and the disoiplos robuked 
those that brought them. 

12 Put when Jesus saw and beard ! 
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them, he was much displeased, and 
said unto them, Suffer the little chil¬ 
dren to come unto me, and forbid them 
not; for of such is tho kingdom of 
God. 

13 Verily I say unto you, Whoso¬ 
ever shall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, he shall not en¬ 
ter therein. 

14 And he took them up in his 
arms, and put his hands upon them, 
and blessed them. 

15 And when he was gone forth into 
the way, thcro came one running, and 
kneeled to him, and asked him, Good 
Master, wbat shall I do that I may 
inherit eternal life ? 

16 And Jesus said unto him, Why 
eallcst thou me good ? None is good 
but one, that is God. 

17 Thou knowest the command¬ 
ments, Do not oommit adultery; Do 
not kill; Do not steal; Do not bear 
faleo witness; Dofraud not; Honour 
thy father and mother. 

18 And tho man answerod and said 
unto him, Master, all these havo I 
observed from my youth. 

19 Then Jesus beholding him, loved 
him, and said unto him, One thing 
thou laokest; 

20 Go thy way, soil whatsoever thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven ; and 
come, take up the cross, and follow 
me. 

21 And the man was sad at that 
saying, and went away grieved; for 
he had great possessions. 

22 And Jesus looked roand about, 
and said unto his disoiples, Ilow 
hardly shall they that have riohes 
entor into the kingdom of my Fa¬ 
ther ! 

23 And the disoiplos were astonished 
at his words. But Josus spake again 
and said unto them, Children, how 
hard is it for them who trust in 
riches to entor into the kingdom of 
God! 

24 It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than for 
a rioh man to entor into tho kingdom 
of God. 

25 And they were astonished out of 
measure, saying amoug themselves, 
Who thon can be savod ? 

26 And Jesus, looking upon tbom, 
i said, With men that trust in riohes, 
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U ifl impossible; but not impossible 
with men who trust in Qod and leave 
all for my sake, for with such all 
these things are possible. 

27 Then Peter began to say unto 
him, Lo, we have left all, and have 
followed thee. 

28 And Jeans answered and said. 
Verily I say unto you, There ie no 
man that hath left house, or brethren, 
or sisters, or father, or mother, or 
wife, or children, or lands, for my 
sake and the gospel's, 

29 But he shall receive a hundred¬ 
fold now in this time, houses, and 
brethren, and sisters, and mothers, 
and children, and lands, with perse¬ 
cutions ; and in the world to come, 
eternal life. 

30 But there are many who make 
themselves first, that shall be last; 
and the last first. 

31 This he said, rebuking Peter; 
and they were in the way going up 
to Jerusalem ; and Jesus went before, 
and they were amazed; and as they 
followed, they were afraid. 

32 And he took again the twelve, 
and began to tell them what things 
should happen unto him. 

33 And Jesus said, Behold, we go up 
to Jerusalem; and the Son of Man 
shall be delivered unto the chief 
priests, and unto the scrihes; and 
they shall condemn him to death; 
and shall deliver him to the Gentiles. 

34 And they shall mock him, and 
shall scourge him, and shall spit upon 
him, and shall kill him ; and the third 
day he shall rise again. 

35 And James, and John, the sons 
of Zcbcdcc, came unto him, saying, 
Master, we would that thou shouldst 
do for us whatsoever wo shall desire. 

36 And he said unto them, What 
will ye that I should do unto you ? 

37 They said unto him. Grant unto 
us that we may sit, one on thy right 
hand, and the other on thy left hand, 
in thy glory. 

38 But Jesus said unto them, Ye 
know not what ye ask. Can ye drink 
of tho oup that I drink of? And be 
baptized with the baptism that I am 
baptized with ? 

39 And they said unto him, We can. 

40 And Jesus said unto them, Ye 
shall indeed drink of the cup that I 
drink of; and be baptized with the 


baptism that I am baptized with; 
but to sit on my right hand, and on 
my left hand, is not mine to give ; 
but they shall receive it for wbom il 
is prepared. 

41 And when the ten heard, they 
began to be much displeased with 
James and John. 

42 But Jesus called them, and said 
unto them, Ye know that they who 
are appointed to rule over the Gen¬ 
tiles exercise lordship over them: and 
their great ones exercise authority 
upon them. 

43 But it shall not be so amoDg 
you; but whosoever will be great 
among you, shall be your minister. 

44 And whosoever of you will be 
the chiefest, shall be servant of all. 

45 For even the Son of Man came, 
not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister, and to give his life a ran¬ 
som for many. 

46 And they came to Jericho ; and 
as he went out of Jericho with his 
diBciplcs and a great number of peo¬ 
ple, blind Bartimeus, tho son of 
Timcus, sat by the highway side 
begging. 

47 And when he heard that it waa 
Jesus of Nazareth, he began to cry 
out, and say, Jesus, son of David, 
have mercy on me. 

48 And many charged him that ho 
Bhould hold his peace; but he cried 
the more exceedingly, saying. Son of 
David, have mercy on me. 

49 And Jesus stood still, and com¬ 
manded him to be called. And they 
called the blind man, saying unto 
him, Be of good comfort; arise, he 
calleth thee. 

50 And he, casting away his gar¬ 
ment, aroso and camo lo Jesus. 

51 And Jesus said unto him, What 
wilt thou that I should do unto thee ? 

52 And the blind man said unto 
him, Lord, that I might receive my 
sight. 

53 And Jesus said unto him, Go thy 
way ; thy faith hath made thee whole. 

54 And immediately ho received his 
sight, and followed Jesus in the way. 

CHAPTER XT. 

Christ'* entry into Jerusalem- -Ift ttrirefh 
out the money-changers anti te adits in the 
Templet—He Uachelh forgiveness. 

ND when they came nigh tc 
Jerusalem, unts> Bethpage and 
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Bethany, at tho mount of Olives, he 
sendelh forth two of his disciples, and 
■aid unto thorn, 

2 Go your way into the village over 
against you; and as soon as ye have 
entered into it, ye Bhall find a oolt 
tied, whereon no man ever sat; loose 
him and bring him to me. 

3 And if any man say unto you, 
Why do ye this? say ye that the 
Lord hath need of him ; and straight¬ 
way he will send him hither. 

4 And they wont their way, and 
found the oolt tied by the door with¬ 
out, in a place where two ways met; 
and they loosed him. 

5 And oertain of thorn who stood 
by, said unto the dieoiples, Why loose 
ye the oolt ? 

6 And they said unto them even as 
Jesus had oommandod; and they let 
them go. 

7 And they brought the oolt to Jesus, 
and oast their garmonts on it; and 
Jesus sat upon it. 

3 And many sproad their garments 
in tho way; and others out down 
branohos of trees and strewed them 
in the way. 

0 And thoy that went before him, 
and they that followed aftor, cried, 
saying, 

10 Hosanna! Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord; 

11 That bringeth the kingdom of 
our father David; 

12 Bleasod is he that oometh in the 
name of the Lord; Hosanna in tho 
highest. 

13 And Josus entered into Jerusalem, 
and into tho temple. And when he 
had looked round about upon all 
things, aud bloasod tho dieoiples, tho 
eventide was oome; and ho went out 
unto Bethany with tho twelve. 

14 And on tho morrow, when thoy 
came from Bethany bo was hungry; 
and eooing a fig tree afar olf having 
loavos, ho came to it with his dieoi¬ 
ples ; and as they supposed, he came 
to it to see if he Liignl find anything 
thereon. 

15 And when ho oamo to it, there 
was nothing but leaves ; for as yet the 
figs wore not ripe. 

Id And Josus spake and said unto 
it, No man oat fruit of thoo horeafter, 
forovor. Aud his disciples heard 
him 
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17 And they came to Jerusalem. 
And Jesus went into the temple, and 
began to cast out them that sold and 
bought in the temple, and overthrew 
the tables of the money-ohangers, 
and tho seats of them who sold doves; 

18 And would not Buffer that any 
man should carry a vessel through 
the temple. 

10 And he taught, saying unto them, 
Is it not written, My house shall be 
oalted of all nations the house of 
prayer? Bnt ye have made it a den 
of thieves. 

20 And the soribes and chief priests 
heard him, and eought how they 
might destroy him; for they feared 
him because all liie people were 
astonishod at his dootrine. 

21 And when even was oome he 
wont out of the oity. 

22 And in the morning as they 
passed by, they saw the fig tree dried 
up from the roots. 

23 And Petoroallingto remembrance, 
said unto him, Master, behold the fig 
tree which thou oursedst is withered 
away. 

24 And Jesus spake and said unto 
him, Have faith in God. 

25 For verily I say uuto you, That 
whosoever shall say unto this moun¬ 
tain, Be thou removed, and be thou 
oast into the sea; and shall not doubt 
in his heart, but shall believe that 
those things whioh he sailh shall 
come to pass ; he shall have whatso¬ 
ever ho saith fulfilled. 

26 Therefore I say unto you. What¬ 
soever things ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that yo reoeivo, and ye shall 
havo whatsoever ye ask. 

27 And when ye stand praying, for- 
givo if ye have aught against any; 
that your Father also who is in hea- 
von, may forgive you your trespasses. 

28 But if you do not forgive, neither 
will your Father who is in heaven 
forgive your trespasses. 

20 And they oame again to Jerusa¬ 
lem ; and as he was walking in the 
temple, thero oame to him the ohief 
priest, and the soribes, and the elders, 
and said unto him, 

30 By what authority doest thou 
LIioho things, and who gave thee this 
authority to do those things? 

31 And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, I will also ask of you one 
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question, answer me, and then I will 
tell you by what authority I do these 
things. 

32 Was the baptism of John from 
heaven, or of men ? Answer me. 

33 And they reasoned with them¬ 
selves, saying, If we shall say, From 
heaven ; he will Bay, Why then did 
ye not believe him ? 

34 But if we shall say, Of men ; we 
shall offend the people. Therefore 
they feared the people; for all people 
believed John, that he was a prophet 
indeed. 

35 And they answered and said unto 
Jesus, We cannot tell. 

36 And JeBus answering said unto 
them, Neither do I toll you by what 
authority I do these things. 

CHAPTER XU. 

ftirabU of the vineyard—Tribute money — 

Neither marrying nor giving in marriage 

in the resurrection — The great command¬ 
ment — Widow's mite. 

ND Jesus began to speak unto 
them by parables, saying, 

2 A man planted a vineyard, and 
set a hedge about it, and digged the 
wine vat, and built a tower, and let 
it out to husbandmen, and went into 
a far country. 

3 And at the season he sent to the 
husbandmen a servant, that he might 
receive from the husbandmon of the 
fruit of the vineyard. 

4 And they caught the servant and 
beat him, and sent him away empty. 

5 And again he sent unto them 
another servant; and at him they cast 
stones, and wounded him in the head, 
and sent him away shamefully han¬ 
dled. 

6 And again he sent another; and 
him they killed, and many others; 
beating some, and billing some. 

7 Having yet therefore one son, bis 
well beloved, he sent him also last 
unto them, saying, They will reve- 
renco my son. 

8 But those husbandmen said among 
themselves, This is tho heir; come, 
let us kill him, and the inheritanoe 
shall be ours. 

9 And they took him and oast him 
out of the vineyard, and killed him. 

10 What shall thorefore the lord of 
the vineyard do? Lo, bo will coroo 
and destroy the husbandmen, and 
will give the vineyard unto others. 


11 Again, have ye not read this 
scripture; The stone which tho build¬ 
ers rejected, is become the head of 
the corner; this was the Lord's doing, 
and it is marvellous in our eyes. 

12 And now they were angry when 
they heard these words; and they 
sought to lay hold on him, but feared 
the people; 

13 For they know that he had spo¬ 
ken the parable against them; and 
they left nim and went their way. 

14 And they sent unto him certain 
of the Pharisees and Herodians, U 
catch him in his words. 

15 And when they were come, they 
said unto him, Master, we know that 
thou art true and carest for no man : 
for thou regardeet not the person of 
men, bnt teaohest the way of God in 
truth. 

16 Is it lawful to give tribute to 
Cmsar, or not? Shall we give, or 
shall we not give ? 

17 But he knowing their hypocrisy, 
said unto them, Why tempt ye me 7 
Bring me a penny that I may see it. 

18 And they brought the penny; 
and he said unto them, Whose imago 
and superscription is this? 

19 And they said unto him, Cseear’s. 

20 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Render to Ctrunr the things 
which are Caesar’s; and to God the 
things that are Qod’B. 

21 And they marvelled at it. 

22 Then oame unto him the Saddu 
cees, who say thero is no resurrection • 
and they asked him, sayiug, 

23 Master, Moses wrote unto us in 
his law. If a man’s brother die, and 
leave a wife, and leave no children, 
that his brother should take his wife, 
and raise up seed unto his brother. 

24 Now there were seven brethren : 
tho first took a wife, and dying left 
no seed. 

25 And tho second took her, and 
died, neither left he any seed; and 
the third likewise. 

26 And the seven had her, and left 
no seed ; last of all the woman diad 
also. 

27 In the rcaurrection therefore, 
whon they shall rise, whose wife shall 
she be of them, for the seven had her 
to wifo ? 

28 And Jesus nuswering said unm 
them. Ye do orr tberofore, becauso ye 
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know not, ba<* jq lereland not the 
scriptures, neitb r the power of God. 

29 For when they shall rise from 
the dead, they neither marry, nor are 
given in marriage; but are as the 
angelB of God who are in heaven. 

30 And as touching the dead, that 
they rise; have ye not read in the 
book of Mosoa, how in the bush, God 
spake unto him, saying, 

31 I am tho God of Abraham, and 
the God of Isaac, and tho God of 
Jacob ? 

32 Ho is not therefore tho God of 
the dead, but tbo God of the living; 
for he raiseth them up out of their 
graves. Ye therefore do greatly err. 

33 Aud one of the scribes camo, and 
having heard them reasoning to¬ 
gether, and perceiving that be had 
answored them well, asked him, Which 
is the first commandment of all? 

34 And Jesus answered him, Tho first 
of all the commandments is, Hearkon, 
and hear, 0 Israel; The Lord our God 
is one Lord; 

35 And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with nil 
thy soul, and with all thy mind, and 
with all thy strength. 

36 This is the first commandment. 
And the seoond is like this, Thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself. There 
is nono other commandment greater 
than those. 

37 And the sorihe said uuto him, 
Woll, Master, thou hast said the truth; 
for there is one God, and there is nono 
other hut him. 

38 And to love him with all the 
heart, and with all *ho understanding, 
md with all tho soul, and with all the 
strength; and to love his neighbour as 
himself, is more than all whole burnt 
offerings and sacrifices. 

39 And whon Jesus saw that he 
answerod discroetly, he said unto him, 
Thou art not far from tho kingdom 
of God. 

40 And no man after that durst ask 
him, saying, Who art thou ? 

41 And Jesus spako and said, while 
he taught in the temple, How say the 
bribes that Christ is the Son of David ? 

42 For David himself said by tho 
Holy Ghost, The Lord said unto my 
Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, 
until I make thino enemios thy 
footstool. 
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43 David therefore himself calloth 
him Lord ; and whence is he his son ? 

44 And the common people heard 
him gladly; hut the high priest and 
the elders wero offended at him. 

45 And he said unto thorn in his 
doctrine, Beware of the scribes who 
love to go in long clothing, and have 
salutations in the market places, and 
the chief seats in the synagogues, and 
tho uppermost rooms at feasts; 

46 Who devour widows'houses, and 
for a protonce make long prayers; 
these snail receive greater damnation. 

47 And after this, Jesus sat over 
against the treasury, and beheld how 
the poople cast money into tho trea¬ 
sury ; and many who wero rich cast 
in much. 

48 And there camo a certain poor 
widow, and she cast in two miles, 
which mako a farthing. 

49 And Jesus called his disciples, 
and said unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, that this poor widow hath cast 
more in, thaD all thoy who have cast 
Into the treasury; 

50 For all tho rich did cast in of 
their abundanoe; but she, notwith¬ 
standing her want, did cast in all that 
she had; yea, evon all hor living. 

CHAPTER Xlll. 

Ifie datr-udum of Jerusalem—CJiriifs second 
coming, 

ND as Jesus went out of the tem- 
plo, his disciples came to him for 
to bear him, saying, Master, show 
ue concerning the buildings of the 
Temple. 

2 And ho said unto them, Behold 
ye these stones of tho temple, and all 
this great work, and buildings of the 
tomplo ? 

3 Verily I say unto you, they shall 
be thrown down and left unto the 
Jews desolate. 

4 And Jesus said unto them, Roe ye 
npt all these things, and do you not 
understand them 7 

6 Verily I say unto you, There shall 
not be left here upon this temple, one 
stone upon another, whioh shall not 
he thrown down. 

0 And Josus loft them and went 
upon the mount of Olivos. 

7 And as ho sat upon the mount of 
Olives, the disciples ontne nnto him 
privately, saying, 

8 Tell un, when shnll these things bo 
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whioh thou haet said, concerning the 
destruction of the temple, and the 
Jews ? 

9 And what is the sign of thy com¬ 
ing, and of the end of the world, (or 
the dcstruotion of the wicked, whioh 
is tho end of tho world?) 

10 And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Take heed that no man 
deoeive you; for many shall come in 
my name, saying, I am Christ, and 
shall deceive many. 

11 Then shall they deliver you up 
to he afflicted, and shall kill you, and 
ye shall bo hated of all nations for my 
name’s sako. 

12 And then shall many be offended, 
and shall betray one another; and 
many false prophets shall ariso, and 
shall deceive many; 

13 And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold; but he that shall endure unto 
the end, the same shall bo saved. 

14 When you therefore shall see tho 
abomination of desolation, spoken of 
by Daniel tho prophet concerning tho 
destruction of Jerusalem, then you 
Shall stand in the holy place. (Whoso 
readeth let him understand.) 

15 Then let them who be in Judea 
Bee into tho mountains; 

10 And let him who is on the house¬ 
top flee, and not return to take any¬ 
thing out of his house; 

17 Ncithor let him who is in the field, 
return back to take his clothes. 

18 And woo unto them who arowith 
thild, and unto them who give Buck 
m those days. 

19 Therefore pray ye the Lord, that 
your flight be not in the winter, 
noither on tho Sabbath day. 

20 For then, in those days, shall bo 
great tribulations on the Jews, nod 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem; 
such as was not hofore sent upon 
Israel, of Qod, sinoo the beginning 
of their kingdom, (for it is written 
theironomies shall soatter them,) until 
this time; no, nor over shall be sent 
again upon Israel. 

21 All these things are the begin¬ 
ning of sorrows. 

22 And except those days should be 
shortened, there should no flesh bo 
eared ; but for the elect’s sake, ae- 
oording to the covenant, those days 
shall be shortened. 


23 Behold these things I have spo¬ 
ken nnto you concerning the Jew3. 

24 And then immediately after tho 
tribulations of those days which shall 
come upon Jerusalem, if any man 
Btall say unto you, Lo, here is Christ; 
or there; believe him not. 

25 For in those days there sball also 
arise false Christs, and false prophets, 
and shall show great signs and won¬ 
ders ; insomuch, that if possible, thoy 
shall deceive the very elect, who are 
the elect according to the covenant. 

26 Behold, I speak these things 
unto you, for the elect's sake. 

27 And you also shall hear of wars, 
and rumours of wars; see that ye be 
not troubled; for all I have told you 
mu9t come lo pass, but the end is not 
yet. 

20 Behold, I have told ycu before, 
whorefore if they shall say unto you. 
Behold, he is in the desert; go not 
forth; Behold, he is in the secret 
chambers ; believe it not. 

29 For as the light of the morning 
oometh out of the east, and shinelk 
even unto the west, and covereth the 
wholo earth, eo shall also the coming 
of the Son of Man be. 

30 And now I show unto you a pa 
rable. Behold, wheresoever the car¬ 
cass is, there will the eagles be ga¬ 
thered togother; 

31 So likewise, shall mine elect be 
gathered from the four quarters of 
the earth. 

32 And they shall hear of wars and 
rumours of win. Behold, I speak 
unto you for miuc elect’s sake. 

33 For nation shall rise against na¬ 
tion, and kingdom against kingdom; 

34 Thcro shall be famines, and pesti- 
lencos, and earthquakes in divers 
places. 

35 And again, bccnitso iniquity shall 
abound, the love of meu shall wax 
cold; but ho who shall not be over- 
oome, tho same shall be saved. 

36 And again this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all the 
world, for a witness unto all nations, 
and thou shall the end come, or the 
destruction of the wicked. 

37 And again shall the abomination 
of desolation, spoken of by Daniel 
the prophet, be fulfilled. 

33 And immediately after the tribn- 
tatiou of thoso days, the sun ■hall be 
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darkened, and the moon shall not 
give her light, and the Btars shall 
fall from heaven, and the powers of 
heaven shall bo shaken. 

30 Vorily I say unto you, This ge¬ 
neration in the which theso things 
shall bo shown forth, shall not pass 
away till all I have told you shall be 
fulfilled. 

40 Although Iho days will oome 
that heaven and earth shall pass 
away, yet my words shall not pass 
away, but all shall be fulfilled. 

41 And a? I said before, After the 
tribulation of those days, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be 
shaken, then shall appear the sign 
of the Son of Man in heaven; and 
then shall all the tribes of the earth 
mourn ; 

42 And they shall see the Son of 
Man coming in the clouds of hea- 
von, with power and great glory. 

43 And whoso troasurolh up my 
word shall not bo doeeived. 

44 For the Son of Man shall come; 
and he shall sond his angels before 
him with the great sound of a trum- 

et, and they shall gather together 
is eleot from the four winds, from 
one end of hoavon to the other. 

45 Now learn a parable of the fig 
tree. When hiB branches are yot 
tondor, and putteth forth leaves, ye 
know that summer is nigh at hand. 

46 So likewise, mine eleot, whon 
thoy shall see all those things, they 
Bhall kuow that ho is near, oven at 
the doors. 

47 But of that day and hour no ono 
knowolh; no, not tho angels of God 
in heaven, but my Father only. 

48 But as it was in tho days of 
Noah, so it shall be also at the com¬ 
ing of the Sod of Man; for it shall 
bo with them as it was in the days 
which wore before the Hood. 

49 Until tho day that Noah entered 
Into tho ark, they wero eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriago, and know not until tho 
flood camo and took thorn all away; 
so shall also tho coming of tho Son 
of Man bo. 

50 Then shall be fulfilled that which 
Is written, That in Iho last days, two 
shall bo in tho field, ono shall bo 
taken and Iho othor loft. 

51 Two shall be grinding at the 
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mill; the one taken, and the other 
loft. 

52 And what I say unto one, I say 
unto all men. 

53 Watch therefore, for ye know 
not at what hour your Lord doth 
come. 

54 But know this, if the good man 
of the house had known in what 
wateh the thief would come, he would 
have watohed, and would not have 
suffered his houso to have boon broken 
up; but would have bcon roady. 

55 Therefore, be ye also ready, for 
in such an hour as yo thiuk not, the 
Son of Man comoth. 

56 Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his lord hath made 
ruler over his household, to give thorn 
meat in duo season 7 

57 Blessed is that servant whom his 
lord, when he oomolh, shall find so 
doing. 

58 And vorily I say unto you, he 
shall make him ruler over all his 
goods. 

59 But if that evil servant shall say 
in his heart, My lord dolayeth his 
coming; and shall begin to smile his 
follow BervanLs, and to eat and drink 
with tho drunken; 

60 The lord of that servunt shall 
come in a day whon he looketh not 
for him, and in an hour that ho is not 
aware of, and shall cut him asunder, 
and shall appoint him his portion with 
the hypoorites. 

61 There shall be wooping and 
gnashing of teeth; and thus cometh 
the end. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Christ anointed by the. woman — T7ie Phut- 
over eaten —CJtrisCs betrayal. 

FTEll two days was the pass- 
over, and tho foast of auloavenod 
bread. 

2 And the ohief priests, and the 
scribes, sought how thoy might tako 
Jesus by craft, and put him to death. 

3 But thoy said among thomselves, 
Lot us not take him on the foast day, 
lost thoro bo an uproar among the 
poople. 

4 And Josus being in Bethany, in 
tho houso of Simon (he leper, as he 
sat at meat, there onine a woman 
having an alabaster box of ointment 
of spikonard, very preeious and she 
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brake the box, and poured the oint¬ 
ment on hiB head. 

5 There were some among the disci¬ 
ples who had indignation within 
themselves, and said. Why was this 
waste of the ointment made ? for it 
might have been sold for more than 
three hundred pence, and have been 
given to the poor. And they mur¬ 
mured against her. 

0 And Jesus said unto them, Let 
her alone ; why trouble ye her ? For 
she hath wrought a good work on me. 
7 Ye have tho poor wil h you always, 
and whensoever ye will, ye may do 
them good; but me yo have not al¬ 
ways. 

0 Sho has done wbat she could, and 
this which she has done unto me, 
shall li-' had in remembrance in geno- 
rations to oome, wheresoever my gos- 
el shall be preached; for verily sho 
as come beforehand to anoint my 
body to tho burying. 

9 Vorily I say unto you, Whereso¬ 
ever this gospel shall be preached 
throughout the whole world, what she 
hath done shall be spoken of also for 
a memorial of her. 

10 And now the first day of un¬ 
leavened bread, when they killed the 
passover, his disciples said unto him. 
Whore wilt thou that we go and pre¬ 
pare, that thou mayc9t eat tho pass- 
over ? 

11 ADd he eendeth forth two of his 
disciples, and said unto them, Go ye 
into the city, and there shall meet you 
a man hearing a pitcher of water; 
follow him; 

12 And wheresoover he shall go in, 
lay ye to the good man of the house, 
The Maetar saith, Where is the guest 
chamber, where I shall cat the pass- 
over with my disciples? 

13 And bo will show you a large 
upper room, furnished and prepared; 
there make ready for us. 

14 And his disciples went forth and 
>amo nnto tho city, and found as he 
had said nnto them : and thoy made 
ready the passover. 

15 And in the evening he eometh 
with the twelve. 

16 And as they sat and did eat, 
Josus said, Verily I say unto you, 
One of you who eatoth with mo shall 
betray me. 

17 And they all began to he very 


sorrowful, and began to say unto him 
one by one, Is it I? and another said, 
Is it I ? 

18 And he answered and said unto 
them, It is ono of the twelve who 
dippeth with ine in the dish. 

19 The Son of Man indeed goeth as 
it is written of him; but woe to that 
man by whom the Son of Man is be¬ 
trayed ! Good were it for that man 
if he had never been born. 

20 And as they did eat, Jesus took 
bread and blessed it, and brake, and 
gave to them, and said, Take it, and 
eat. 

21 Behold, this is for you to do in 
remembrance of my body; for as oft 
as ye do this ye will remember this 
hour that I was with you. 

22 And he took the cup, and when 
ho had given thanks, he gave it to 
them; and they all drank of it. 

23 And he said unto them, This if 
in remembrance of my blood whiot 
is shed for many, and the new testa 
ment which I give nnto you ; for ol 
me, ye shall hear record unto all th« 
world. 

24 And as oft as ye do this ordi 
nance, ye will remember me in this 
hour that I was with you, and drank 
with you of thi9 enp, even the last 
time in my ministry. 

25 Verily I say unto you, Of this ye 
shall bear record; for I will no more 
drink of the fruit of the vine with 
you, until that day that I drink it 
new in tho kingdom of God. 

26 And now they were grieved, and 
wept over him. 

27 And when they had sung a hymn, 
they wont out into the mount of 
Olives. 

28 And Jesus said unto them, All 
yo shall be offended because of me 
this night: for it is written, I will 
smite the shepherd and the sheep shall 
bo scattered. 

29 But after that I am risen, I will 
go beforo you unto Galilee. 

30 And he said unto Judas Iscariot, 
What thou doost, do quickly; bat be¬ 
ware of innocent blood. 

31 Nevertheless, Judas Iscariot, even 
ono of the twelve, went unto the ohief 
priests to betray Jesus unto them; 
for he turned away from him, and was 
offended because of his words. 

32 And when the chief nricsts bea rd 
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of him they wore glad, and promised 
to give him money; and ho sought 
bow he might conveniently betray 
Jesus. 

33 Dut Peter said unto Jesus, Al¬ 
though all men shall be offended with 
thee, yot I will nevor be offended. 

34 And Jesus said unto him, Verily 
I sav unto thee, That this day, oven 
in this night, before the cook orow 
twice, thou shalt deny me thrice. 

35 But he spake the more vehe¬ 
mently, If I should die with thee, 
yot will I not deny thee in any wise. 
Likewise also said they all. 

36 And they oame to a placo which 
was named Gothsemane, which was a 
garden; and the disoiplcs began to 
bo sore amazed, and to do very heavy, 
and to oomplain in thoir hearts, won- 
doring if this be the Messiah. 

37 And Jesus knowing their hearts, 
said to his disciples. Sit you hero, 
while I shall pray. 

38 And he taketh with him, Petor, 
and James, and John, and rebuked 
them, and said unto them, My soul 
is exceeding sorrowful, even unto 
death; tarry ye here and watoh. 

39 And he went forward a little, and 
fell on tho ground, and prayed, that 
if it wero possible the hour might 
pass from him. 

40 And ho said, Abba, Father, all 
things are poBsihle unto thee; take 
away thia cup from me; neverthe¬ 
less, not my will, but thine be done. 

41 And ho oometh and findeth thorn 
eloeping, and said unto Peter, Simon, 
Bleepest thou? Couldest not thou 
watch one hour ? 

42 Watoh ye and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. 

43 Andthoy said unto him, The spirit 
truly is roady, but the flesh is weak. 

44 And again he wout away and 
prayed, and spuko the same words. 

45 And when he rolumod, ho found 
them asleep again, for thoir eyes wore 
heavy; neither know thoy what to 
answer him. 

46 And ho oometh to them tho third 
time, and said unto them. Sleep on 
now and tako rest; it is enough, the 
hourisoomo; behold, (ho Son of Mau 
is botrayod into tho hands of Binnors. 

47 And after they had finished thoir 
sleep, be said, Riso up, lot us go; lo, 
he who botrayeth me is at hand. 
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48 And immediately while he yet 
spake, oometh Judas, one of the 
twelve, and with him a great multi¬ 
tude, with swords and staves, from 
the ohief priests, and the scribes and 
the elders. 

49 And he who betrayed him, had 
given them a token, saying, Whomso¬ 
ever I shall kiss, that same is he ; take 
him, and load him away safely. 

50 And as soon as ho was come, he 
goeth straightway to him, and said, 
Master, Master, and kissed him. 

51 And they laid their hands on 
him, and took him. 

52 And one of them, who stood by, 
drew his sword, and smote a servant 
of tho high priest, and cut off his 
ear. 

53 But Jesus couimanded him to 
return his Bword, saying, Ho who 
taketh tho swurd shall perish with 
the sword. And he put forth his 
finger and healed tho servant of the 
high priest. 

54 And JeBus answered and said 
unto them, Are ye come out as 
againBt a thief, with swords and 
stavoB to tako mo? 

55 I was daily with you in the 
temple teaching, and ye took me 
not; but the scriptures must be ful¬ 
filled. 

56 And the disciples, when they 
heard this saying, all forsook him 
and fled. 

57 And there followed him a certain 
young man, a disoiple, having a linen 
cloth cast about liis naked body; and 
tho young mon laid hold on him, and 
he loft tho linen olotb and fled from 
them naked, and savod himself out 
of thoir hands. 

5S And they led Jesus away to the 
high priest, and with him wero as¬ 
sembled all the ohief priests, and the 
elders, and tho scribes. 

59 And Peter followed him afar off, 
even unto tho palace of the high 
priest; and he sat with the servants, 
and warmed himself at tho fire. 

60 And the chief priosls and all tho 
council sought for witness against 
Jesus, to put him to death, but found 
none; 

61 Though many baro false wilnoss 
against him, yot thoir witness agreed 
not together. 

62 And there arose oerlain men «a<i 
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bare false witness against him, say¬ 
ing, Wo heard him say, I will destroy 
this temple that is made with hands, 
and within thrco days I will build 
another made without hands; 

63 But neither did their witness 
agreo togethor. 

64 And the high priest stood up in 
the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, 

65 Answerest thou nothing ? Know- 
est thou not what these witness 
against thee ? 

66 But he held his peace, and an¬ 
swered nothing. 

67 Again the high priest asked him 
and said unto him, Art thou the 
Christ, the Son of the Blessed ? 

68 And Jesus said, I am; and ye 
shall see the Son of Man sitting on 
the right hand of power, and coming 
in the olouds of heaven. 

69 Then the high priest rent his 
ololhes and said, What need we any 
furthor witness? Ye have heard the 
blasphemy; what think ye? 

70 And they all condemned him to 
bo guilty of death. 

71 And some began to spit on him, 
and to cover his face, and to buffet 
him, and to say unto him, Prophecy; 

72 And the servants did strike him 
with the palms of their hands. 

73 And as Peter was beneath in the 
palace, there cometh one of the maids 
of the high priest, 

74 And when she saw Peter warm¬ 
ing himself, she looked upon him and 
said, Thou also wast with Jobus of 
Nazareth. 

75 But ho denied, Baying, I know 
not, neither understand I what thou 
sayest. 

76 And he went out into the porch; 
and the cook crew. 

77 And a maid saw him again, and 
began to say to them who stood by, 
This is one of them. 

78 And ho donied again. 

79 And a little after, they who stood 
by, said again to Peter, Surely thou 
art one of them; for thou art a Gali¬ 
lean, thy speeoh agreeth thereto. But 
he began to curse and to swear, say¬ 
ing, I know not this man of whom ye 
speak. 

80 And the seoond time the oook 
arew; 

81 And Peter oalled to mind the 
words which Jesus said unto him, Be¬ 


fore the cock crow twice, thou shalt 
dony me thrice. 

82 And he went out, and fell upon 
his face, and wept bitterly. 

CHAPTER XV. 

ChrLgft trial, crucifixion. and burial. 
ND straightway in the morning, 
the chief priests held a consulta¬ 
tion with the elders and scribes; 

2 And the whole council condemned 
him, and bound him, and carried him 
away, and delivered him to Pilate. 

3 And Pilate asked him, Art thca 
the King of the Jews? 

4 And Jesus answering, said unto 
him, I am, even as thou sayest. 

5 And the chief priests accused him 
of many things; but he answered 
nothing. 

6 And Pilate asked him agaiD. say¬ 
ing, Answerest thou nothing? Be¬ 
hold how many things they witness 
against thee. 

7 But Jesus yet answered nothing; 
so that Pilate marvelled. 

8 Now it was common at the feast, 
for Pilate to release unto them one 
prisoner, whomsoever they desired. 

9 And there was a man named 
Barabbas, bound with them who had 
made insurrection with him, who had 
committed murder in the insurrec¬ 
tion. 

10 And the multitude, crying aloud, 
began to desire him to deliver Jesus 
unto them. 

11 But Pilate answered unto them, 
saying. Will ye that I release unto 
you the King of the Jews ? 

12 For ho knew that the chief priests 
had delivered him for envy. 

13 But the chief priests moved the 
poople that he should rather release 
Barabbas unto them, as he had be¬ 
fore done unto them. 

14 And Pilate sp&ke again and said 
unto them, What will ye then that 1 
shall do with him whom ye call the 
King of tho Jews ? 

15 And thoy cried out again, Deliver 
him unto us to bo crucified. Away 
with him. Crucify him. 

16 Then Pilate said unto them, Why, 
what ovil hath ho done? 

17 Dut they cried out the more ex¬ 
ceedingly, Crucify him. 

18 And now Pilate, willing to oon- 
tent tho people, released Barabbas 
unto them, and delivered Jesus, when 
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be had Boourgod him, to be oruoified. 

19 And the soldiors led him away 
Into the hall, called Preetorium; and 
they called together the whole band; 

20 And they clothed him with pur¬ 
ple, and platted a crown of thorns 
and put it upon his head; 

21 And began to salute him, saying, 
Hail, King of the Jews. 

22 And they smote him on the head 
with a reed, and did spit upon him, 
and bowing their knees worshippod 
him. 

23 And when they had mocked him, 
they took off tho purple from him, 
and put bis own clothes on him, and 
led him out to crucify him. 

24 Aud they oompollod one Simon, a 
Cyrenian, wh” passed by, coming out 
of tho country, tho father of Alex¬ 
ander and Rufus, to bear his cross. 

23 And they bring him unto the 
placecallod Golgotha, which is, (being 
interpreted,) The place of a burial. 

26 And they gavo him to drink, 
vinegar minglod with gall; and when 
bo had tasted the vinogar, ho would 
not drink. 

27 And when thoy had crucified 
him, thoy parted his garments, oust¬ 
ing lots upon them, what every man 
should take. 

28 And it was tho third hour, when 
they crucifiod him. 

29 And Pilate wrote his accusation 
and put it upon the orose, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

30 There woro certain of tho chief 
ricsts who stood by, that said unto 
ilate, Write, that be said, I am tho 

King of tho Jews. 

31 But Pilate Baid unto them, What 
I have writton, I have written. 

32 And with him they oruoiflod two 
tbiovos, the one on his right hand, 
the olhor on his left. 

33 And tho scripture was fulfilled 
whioh said, And ho was numbered 
with tho transgrossors. 

34 And they who passed by railed 
on him, wagging tnoir heads, and 
saying, Ah, thou who dostroyest tho 
temple and buildest it in Lhroo days, 
savo thyself, and oomo down from 
the cross. 

35 Likewise also, tho ohief priests 
mooking, said among thomBelvos with 
tho soriboB, Ho savod others; himself 
he cannot save. 
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36 Let Christ, the King :f Israel, 
descend now from tho oross, that we 
may see and believe. 

37 And one of them who was cruci¬ 
fied with him, reviled him also, say¬ 
ing, If thou art the Christ, save thy¬ 
self and us. 

38 And when the sixth hour was 
oome, there was darkness over the 
whole laud, until tho ninth hour. 

39 And at the ninth hour, Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, Eloi, 
Eloi, lama Babachthani? whioh is, 
(being interpreted,) My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me? 

40 And some of them who stood by, 
when they heard him, said, Behold, 
ho oalleth Elias. 

41 And one ran and filled a sponge 
full of viuogar, and put it on a reed 
and gave him to drink; others spake, 
saying, Let him alone; let us see 
whether Elias will oome to take him 
down. 

42 And Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, and gave up the ghost. 

43 And the vail of the temple was 
rent in twain, from the top to the 
bottom. 

44 And when the centurion who 
stood over against him, saw that he 
so cried out and gave up the ghost, 
he said, Truly, this man iB the Son 
of God. 

45 There were also women looking 
on afar off, among whom was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James tho youngor, and of Joses, 
and Salomo; who also when he was 
in Galileo, followed him and minis¬ 
tered unto him; and many other 
women who came with him unto Je¬ 
rusalem. 

46 And now, when the even was 
como; because it was the preparation 
day, that is the day before the Sab¬ 
bath, 

47 Joseph of Arimathea, an honour¬ 
able counsellor, who also waited for 
the kingdom of God, oame and went 
in boldly unto Pilate, and craved the 
body of Josus. And Pilate marvelled, 
and asked him if ho were already 
dead. 

48 And calling tho oenturion, he 
askod him, If ho had boon any while 
dead 7 

49 And whon be knew it of the 
oenturion, he gave tho body to Joseph 
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oO And Josoph bought fine linen, 
and tuok him down, and wrapped 
him in tho linen, and laid him in a 
eopulchre which was hewn out of a 
rook, and rolled a stono unto the door 
of the sepulchre. 

61 And Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
the mother of Joses, beheld where he 
was laid. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Chrirft resurrection — The great txmmiitum 
given. 

ND when the Sabhath was pass¬ 
ed, Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
tho mother of James and Salome, 
bought sweot spices, that they might 
come and anoint him. 

2 And very early in the morning, 
the first day of the week, they earno 
unto the scpulohrc at the rising of the 
sun; and they said among themselves, 
Who shall roll us away the stone from 
the door ol' the sepulchre ? 

3 But when they looked, they saw 
that the stono was rolled away, (for 
it was very great,) and two angels 
sitting thereon, clothed in long white 
garments; and they wore affrighted. 

4 But the angels said unto them, Be 
not affrighted; ye seek Jesus of Na- 
sareth, who was cruoified ; he is risen; 
he ifl not here ; behold the place where 
they laid him; 

5 And go your way, tell his dlsciplos 
and Peter, that he goeth before you 
into Galilee; thero shall you see him 
as he B&id unto you. 

6 And they, entering into the sepul- 
ohre, saw the place whore they laid 
Jesus. 

7 And they went out quiokly, and 
fled from the sepulchre; for they 
trembled and were amazed; neither 
said they anything to any man, for 
they wore afraid. 

8 Now when Jesus was rison, early 


on the first day of tho week, he np 
peared first to Mary Magdalene, nui 
of whom he had cast seven devils ; 

9 And she went and told them who 
had been with him, as they mourned 
and wept 

10 And they, when they heard that 
he was alive, and had been seen of 
her, believed not. 

11 After that, he appeared in another 
form unto two of them, as they walk- 
od and went into the country; 

12 And they wcDt and told it unto 
tho residue; ueither believed thej 
them. 

13 Afterward he appeared unto the 
eleven aB they sat at meat, and up- 
hraided them with their unbelief, and 
hardness of heart, beoause they be¬ 
lieved not them who had seen him 
after he was risen. 

14 And he said unto them, Go yt- 
into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. 

15 He that believeth and is haptized, 
shall he saved; but ho that bclievetb 
nOt, shall he damned. 

16 And these signs shall follow them 
that believe; 

17 In my name shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; 

18 They shall take up serpents ; and 
if they drink any deadly thing, ii 
shall not hurt them ; 

19 They shall lay hands on the sick, 
and they shall recover. 

20 So then, after the Lord had spo¬ 
ken unto them, he was received up 
into heaven, and sat on the right hand 
of God. 

21 And they went forth and preach¬ 
ed everywhere, the Lord working 
with them, and confirming the word 
with signs following. Amen. 
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CHAPTER I. 

The birih of John—His mission—The An ■ 
nunciatvm of the Saviour. 

S I am a messenger of Jesus 
Christ, and knowing that many 
have taken in hand to sol forth in or¬ 
der a declaration of those things which 
are most surely believed among us ; 


2 Even as they dolivered thorn unto 
us, who from the beginning were eye¬ 
witnesses and ministers of the word; 

3 It soemod good to mo also, having 
had perfoot understanding of all things 
from tho vory first, to write unto thee, 
in order, most excellent Thcophilus, 

4 That thou mightest know the oer 
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laintj of those things wherein thou 
haBl been instructed. 

5 There was in the days of Herod, 
king of Judea, a certain priest nuinod 
Zuoharias, of Ibe course of Abia; and 
his wife being of the duugliters of 
Aaron, and her name Elizabeth, 

6 Wore both righteous before God, 
walking in all the commandments and 
ordinances of the Lord blameless; 

7 And they had no child. Elizabeth 
was barren, and they were both well 
stricken in years. 

8 And while be executed the priest's 
office before God, in the order of his 
priesthood, 

9 According to the law, (bis lot was 
to burn incense when ho went into 
the temple of the Lord,) 

10 The whole multitude of thepeoplo 
were praying without at the time of 
incense. 

11 And (here appeared unto him an 
angel of the Lord, standing ou the 
right side of the altar of incense. 

12 And whon Zaoharias saw tho 
angel, ho was troubled and fear fell 
upon him. 

13 But the angol said unto him, Fear 
not, Zncharias, for thy prayer is 
hoard, and thy wife Elizabeth Bhall 
benr theo a son, and thou Bbalt call 
his name John. 

14 Thou Blialt have joy and glad¬ 
ness, and many Bhall rejoice at his 
birth ; 

16 For he Bhall be groat in the eight 
of tho Lord, and shall driuk noither 
wine nor strong drink ; and he shall 
be filled with the Holy GhoBt, even 
from his mother’s womb. 

16 And many of tho children of 
Israel shall ho turn to the Lord their 
God; 

17 And he shall go heforo the Lord 
in the spirit and power of Elias, to 
turn tho hearts of the fathers to tho 
ohildren, and the disobedient to the 
wisdom cf tho just, to make ready a 
people piepared for the Lord. 

18 And Zocbarias said onto tho 
angel, Whereby shall I know this? 
for I am an old man, and my wife is 
woll striokeu in years. 

19 And the angol answoring, said 
unto him, I am Gabriel, who stand 
in tho prosonoe of God, and am Bent to 
speak unto thee, and to show you 
liieso glad tidings. 
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20 And behold, tbou sliult bo duuibi 
and not uble to speak until the day 
that these things shall be performed, 
because thou believest not my words 
which shull be fulfilled in their sea¬ 
son. 

21 And the poople waited for Za 
oharias, and marvelled that be tar¬ 
ried so long in the temple. 

22 And when he came out, he could 
not speak unto thorn; and they per¬ 
ceived that he had seen a vision in 
the temple; for ho beokoned unto 
them, and remained speechless. 

23 And as soon as the dAys of his 
ministration were accomplished, he 
departed to his own bouse. 

24 And after those day9, his wife 
Elizabeth conooived, and hid herself 
fivo months, saying, 

25 Thus hath the Lord dealt with 
me in the days wherein he looked on 
me, to take away my reproach from 
among men. 

26 And in the sixth month the an¬ 
gel Gabriel was sent from God, unto 
a oity of Galilee, named Nazareth, 

27 To a virgin, espoused to a man 
whose Dame was Joseph, of the house 
of David; and the virgin's name was 
Mary. 

28 And tho angel oame in unto her, 
and said, Hail, thou virgin, who art 
highly favoured of the Lord. The 
Lord is with thee, for thou artohosen 
and blessed among women. 

29 And whon she saw the angel, she 
was troublod at his saying, and 
pondered in her mind what manner 
of salutation this should be. 

30 And the angel said unto her, 
Fear not, Mary, for thou hast found 
favour with God. 

31 And behold, thou shalt conceive, 
and bring forth a son, and shall call 
his name Jesus. 

32 He shall be great, and shall be 
oalled the Son of the Highest; and 
the Lord God shall givo onto him the 
tbrono of his father David; 

33 And he shall reign over the house 
of Jacob forever, and of his kingdom 
there shall be no end. 

34 Then said Mary unto the angel; 
How can this be ? 

35 And the angel answered and said 
unto her, Of the Holy Ghost, and the 
power of the Highest. Therefore 
also, that holy ohild that shall he 
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boro of thee shall be called Ihe Sod 
of God. 

36 And behold, thy cousin Eliza¬ 
beth, she hath also conceived a son, 
in her old age; and thiB is the Bixth 
month with her who is called barren. 

37 For with God nothing can be 
impossible. 

38 And Mary eaid, Behold the hand¬ 
maid of the Lord; be it unto me ac¬ 
cording to thy word. And the angel 
departed from her. 

39 And in those days, Mary went 
into the hill oountry with haste, into 
a city of Judea, 

40 And entered into the house of 
Zacharias, and saluted Elizabeth. 

41 And it oame to pass, that when 
Elizabeth heard the salutation of 
Mary, the babe leaped in her womb. 

42 And Elizabeth was filled with 
tho Holy Ghost, and she spake out 
with a loud voice and said, Blossed 
art thou among women, and blessed 
is the fruit of thy womb. 

43 And why is it, that thiB blc9Bing 
is upon me, that the mother of my 
Lora should oomo to me? For lo, as 
loon as the voice of thy salutation 
sounded in mine ears, the babe leaped 
in my womb for joy. 

44 And blessed art thou who be¬ 
lieved, for those thingB whioh were 
told thee by the angel of the Lord, 
Bhall be fulfilled. 

45 And Mary said, My soul doth 
magnify the Lord, 

46 And my spirit rejoioeth in God 
my Saviour. 

47 For he hath regarded the low 
estate of his handmaiden ; for bo- 
hold, from henceforth all generations 
shall call mo blessed. 

48 For ho who is mighty hath done 
to me great things; and I will mag¬ 
nify his holy name, 

49 For his moroy on those who fear 
him from generation to generation. 

50 lie hath showed strength with 
bis arm; he hath soatterod the proud 
in the imagination of their hoarts. 

51 lie hath put down the mighty 
from their high scats; and exalted 
them of low dogree. 

52 He hath filled the hungry with 
good things; but the rich he hath 
lent empty away. 

53 He hath helped his servant 
Israel in remembranoe of meroy, 


54 As he spake to our fathers, to 
Abraham, and to his seed forever. 

55 And Mary abode witb Elizabeth 
about three months, and returned to 
her own house. 

56 And now Elizabeth’s full time 
came that she should be delivered; 
aud she brought forth a son. 

57 And her neighbours, and her 
cousins heard how the Lord had 
showed great mercy unto her; and 
they rejoiced with her. 

5S And it came to pass, that on tho 
eighth day they came to circumcise 
the child; aud they called him Z&- 
charias, after the name of his father. 

59 And his mother answered and 
said, Not so; but he shall he called 
John. 

60 And they said unto her, There 
is none of thy kindred that is called 
by thiB name. 

61 And they made signs to his fa 
ther, and asked him how ho would 
have him called. 

62 And he asked for a writing tabic, 
and wrote, saying, Ilis name is John, 
and they all marvelled. 

63 And his mouth was opened im 
mediately, and he spake with his 
tongue, and praised God. 

64 And fear came on all who dwelt 
round about them. And all these 
sayings were noised abroad through 
oat all the hill country of Judea. 

65 And all they who heard them laid 
them np in their hearts, saying, What 
manner of ohild shall this be? And 
tho hand of the Lord was with it. 

66 And its father Zacharias was 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and pro¬ 
phesied, saying, 

67 Blessed bo the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael; for he hath visited and re¬ 
deemed his people, 

68 And hath raised up an horn 
of salvation for us, in the house of 
his servant David, 

69 As he spake hy the month of 
his holy prophets, ever since the 
world began, 

70 That wo should be saved from 
our enemies, and from the hand of 
all thorn who hate us; 

71 To perform the meroy promised 
to our fathers, and to remember hie 
holy covenant ; 

72 The oath whioh he sware to ou/ 
father Abrahnm, 
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73 That he would grant unto us, 
that we, being delivered out of the 
hands of our enemies, might serve 
him without fear, 

74 In holiness and righteousness 
before him, all the days of our lives. 

75 And thou, child, shalt he called 
the prophet of the Highest, for thou 
ebilt go before tbo fooo of the Lord 
to prepare his ways, 

7o To give knowledge of salvation 
unto his people, by baptism for the 
remission of their sins, 

77 Through the tender ineroy of our 
flod ; whereby the day-spring from 
on high hath visited us, 

78 To give light to them who sit in 
darkness and tho shadow of death; 
to guide our (cut into tho way of poaoe. 

79 And tho child grew, and waxed 
strong in spirit, and was in the de¬ 
serts until tho day of his showing unto 
Israel. 

CUAPTER II. 

Uirih of Cfirnt—The Shepherds’ vision — 
Simeon and Anna prophesy. 

ND it came to pass in those days, 
that there went out a decree 
from Cuisur Augustus, that all his 
empire should be taxed. 

2 ThiB same taxing was whon 
Cyroniua was govornor of Syria. 

3 And all went to be taxed, every 
oue in bis own oity. 

4 And Joeoph also went up from 
Galileo, out of the oity of Nazareth, 
into Judea, unto the oity of David, 
which is called Bethlehem; (beoause 
ho was of the house and lineage of 
David,) 

5 To be taxed, with Mary his 
espoused wife, she being great with 
child. 

0 And so it was, that while they 
woro there, the days were accom¬ 
plished that she should be delivered. 

7 And she brought forth her Brst- 
born son, and wrapped him in swad¬ 
dling olothee, and laid him in a 
manger, because there was none to 
give room for thorn in the inns. 

8 And there wore in the same 
country, shepherds abiding in the 
held, keeping waloh over their Books 
by night. 

9 And lo, an angel of the Lord ap¬ 
peared unto them, and the glory of 
tho Lord shone round about them; 
and they were sore afraid. 
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10 But the angel said unto them. 
Fear not, for behold, I bring you 
good tidings of great joy, which shall 
he to all people. 

11 For unto you is born this day, in 
the oity of David, a Saviour, who is 
Christ the Lord. 

12 And lbi9 is the way you shall 
6nd the babe, bo is wrapped in 
swaddling clothes, and is lying in a 
manger. 

13 And suddenly there was with the 
aDgel, a multitude of the heavenly 
host, praising God, and saying, 

14 Glory to God in the highest; and 
on earth, peace; good will to men. 

15 And it came to pass, when the 
angels were gone away from them 
into heaven, the shepherds said one 
to another, Lot us now go, oven unto 
Bcthlohem, and see this thing whioh 
is oomo to pass, whioh tho Lord has 
made known unto us. 

16 And they oame with haste, and 
found Mary and Joseph, and the babe 
lying in a manger. 

17 And when they had seen, they 
made known abroad the saying whioh 
was told thorn concerning this child. 

18 All they who heard it, wondered 
at thoso things which wore told them 
by tho shepherds; 

19 But Mary kept all these things 
and pondered them in her hoart. 

20 And the shepherds returned, 
glorifying and praising God for all 
the things which they had heard and 
seen, as they were manifested unto 
them. 

21 And when eight days were ac¬ 
complished for the oiroumoising of 
the child, his name was oalled Jobub; 
whioh was so named of the angel, be¬ 
fore ho was conceived. 

22 And whon the days of her puri¬ 
fication, aooording to the law of 
Moses, were accomplished; they 
brought him to Jerusalem, to present 
him to the Lord; 

23 As it is written in the law of the 
Lord, Every male whioh openeth the 
womb shall be oalled holy to the 
Lord; 

24 And to offer a saorifiae aooording 
to that whioh is written in the law o( 
tho Lord, A pair of turtle doves, or 
two young pigeons. 

25 And behold, there was a man at 
Jerusalem, whose name was Simaoa; 
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and the same man was just aud de¬ 
vout, waiting for the consolation of 
Israel; and the Holy Ghost was upon 
him. 

20 And it was revealed unto him by 
the Holy Ghost, that he should not 
see death before he had seen the 
Lord's Christ. 

27 And he came by the Spirit into 
the temple; and when the parents 
brought in the ohild, even Jesus, to 
do for him after the custom of the 
law, 

28 Then took he him up in his arms, 
and blessed God, and said, 

29 Lord, now lettest thy servant de¬ 
part in peace, according to thy word; 

30 For mine eyes have seen thy sal¬ 
vation, 

31 Which thou hast prepared before 
the face of all people; 

32 A light to lighten the Gentiles, 
and the glory of thy people Israel. 

33 And Joseph, and Mary, marvelled 
at those things whioh were spoken of 
tho child. 

34 And Simeon blessed them, and 
said unto Mary, Behold, this child is 
sot for the fall and rising again of 
many in Israel; and for a sign which 
shall be spoken against; 

35 Yea, a spear shall pierce through 
him to the wounding of thino own 
soul also; that the thoughts of many 
hearts may be revealed. 

36 And there wa9 one Anna, a 
prophetess, the daughter of Phanuel, 
of the tribe of Asher. She was of 
great age, and had lived with a 
husband only Beven years, whom she 
married in her youth, 

37 And she lived a widow about 
fourscore and four years, who de¬ 
parted not from the temple, but served 
God with fasting9 and prayer, night 
aud day. 

38 And she, coming in that instant, 
gave thanks likewise unto the Lord, 
and spake of him, to all those who 
looked for redemption in Jerusalem. 

39 And when they had performed 
all things according to the law of the 
Lord, they returned into Galilee to 
their own city, Nazareth. 

40 And the ohild grew, and waxed 
strong in spirit, being filled with wis¬ 
dom, and the grace of God was upon 
him. 

41 Now. bis parents went to Jerusa¬ 


lem every year, at the feast of lb« 
pasaover. 

42 And when he was twelve ycais 
old, they went up to Jerusalem, after 
the custom, to the feast. 

43 And when thoy had fulfilled the 
days, as they returned, the chilrl 
Jesus tarried behind, in Jerusalem ; 
and Joseph and bismothor knew not 
that he tarried ; 

44 But they, supposing him to have 
been in the company, went a lay's 
journoy; and they sought him 
among his kindred and acquaintance 

45 And when they found him not, 
they turned back again to Jerusalem, 
seeking him. 

46 And it came to pas?, after three 
days they found him in the temple, 
sitting in tho midst of the doctors, an<l 
they were hearing him, and asking 
him questions. 

47 And all who heard him were 
astonished at his understanding, and 
answers. 

43 And when his parents saw him. 
they were amazed; and his mother 
said unto him, Son. why hast tbou thus 
dealt with us? Behold, thy father 
and I have sought thee sorrowing. 

49 And he said onto them, Why i? 
it that ye sought me? Know ye not 
that I muBt be about my Father’.* 
business 7 

50 And they understood not th«* 
saying whiab he spake unto them. 

61 And he went down with them, 
and came to Nazareth, and was sub 
jeot unto them. And his mother 
kept all these sayings in her heart. 

52 And Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favour with God 
and man. 

CHAPTER III. 

Preaching of John ctmemring Christ—John 

preaching to the multitude—Baptism of 

Christ—Genealogy of Christ. 

OW in the fiftoenth year of the 
reign of Tiberius Ctesar, Pontius 
Pilate being governor of Judea, and 
Herod being tetrarch of Galilee, and 
his brother Philip tetrarch of Iturea 
and of the region of Trachonitis, and 
Lyeanias the tetrarch of Abileno; 
Annas and Caiaphas being the high 
priests. 

2 Now in this same year, the word 
of God oame unto John, the son of 
Zacharias, in the wilderness. 
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3 And he came into all the oountiy 
about Jordan, prenching the baptism 
of ropcDtance for the remission of sins. 

A As it is written in the book of tho 
prophet Esaias; and these are the 
words, saying, The voice of one cry¬ 
ing iD tho wilderness. Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord, and make his paths 
straight. 

5 For behold, and lo, ho shall come, 
as it is written in the book of the 
prophets, to take away the sins of the 
world, and to bring salvation onto the 
heathy nations, to gather together 
those who are lost, who are of the 
sheoufold of Israel; 

0 Yea, even the dispersed and af¬ 
flicted; and also to prepare the way, 
and make possible the preaching of 
the gospel ud to the Gentilos; 

7 And to bo a light unto all who sit 
in darkness, unto the uttermost parts 
of the earth; to bring to pass the re¬ 
surrection from the dead, and to as¬ 
cend up on high, to dwell on the right 
hand of the Father, 

8 Until tho fulnoss of time, and the 
law and the testimony shall be soalod, 
and the keys of the kingdom shall he 
doliverod up again unto the Father; 

fl To administer justice unto all; to 
comedown in judgment upon all, and 
to convince all the ungodly of thoir 
ungodly doeds, which they have com¬ 
mitted ; and all this in the day that 
he shall oouio; 

10 For it is a day of power; yea, 
every valley shall be filled, and every 
mountain and hill shall be brought 
low ; the crooked shall bo made 
straight, and the rough ways made 
smooth ; 

11 And all flosh shall see the salva¬ 
tion of Qod. 

12 Then said John to the multi tilde 
that came forth to ho baptized of him, 
orying against them with a loud voice, 
saying, 0 generation of vipers, who 
hath warned you to flee from the 
wrath to oomo? 

13 Bring forth therefore fruits wor¬ 
thy of repentance, and begin not to 
say within yourselves, Abraham is our 
fatter; we have kept tho command¬ 
ments of God, and none onn inherit 
the promises but tho childron of 
Abranam ; for I say unto yon, That 
God is able of these st^n'bs to raise up 
children note Abraham. 


14 And now also, the axe is laid unto 
the root of the trees; every tree there¬ 
fore which bringeth not forth good 
fruit, shall be hewn down, and oast 
into the fire. 

15 And the people asked him, say¬ 
ing, What shall we do then 7 

16 lie answered aud said unto them, 
He who hath two coats, let him im¬ 
part to him who bath none; and he 
who hath meat, let him do likewise. 

17 Then came also publicans to be 
baptized, and said unto him, Master, 
what shall we do 7 

18 And he said unto them, Exact no 
more than that which is appointed 
an to you. 

19 For it is well known unto you, 
Theophilus, that after the manner of 
the Jews, and according to the custom 
of their law in receiving money into 
the treasury, that out of the abun- 
danco which was reoeivod, was ap¬ 
pointed unto the poor, every man his 
portion ; 

20 And after this manner did the 
publioans also, wherefore John said 
unto them, Exact no more than that 
which is appointed yon. 

21 And the soldiers likewise de¬ 
manded of him, saying, And what 
shall we do 7 And he said unto them, 
Do violence to no man, neither accuse 
any falsely; and be content with your 
wagos. 

22 And as the people wore in ox- 

cctatioD, and all men mnsed in their 

earts of John, whether he wero the 
Christ, or not; 

23 John answered, saying unto all, 
I indeed baptize you with water, but 
there comclh one mightier thau I, 
tho latchet of whoso shoes I am not 
worthy to unloose, ho shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost, and wit h fire, 

24 Whose fan is in his hand, and he 
will thoroughly purge his floor, and 
will gather the wneat into his garner ; 
hut the ohaff he will burn with fire 
unquenchable. 

25 And many other things, in his 
oxhortation, preached he unto the 
people. 

26 But Herod, the totraroh, boiug 
reproved of him for Ilorodias, his 
brother Philip's wife, and for all the 
evils which ITerod had done; 

27 Addod yet this above all, that h<* 
chut up John in prison. 
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28 Now when all tho people were 
baptizod, il came to pass that Jesus 
also came onto John j and being bap¬ 
tized of him, and praying, the hoaven 
was opened; 

29 And the Holy Ghost descended, 
in bodily shape like a dove, upon 
him; and a voice came from heaven, 
which said, Thou art my beloved Son, 
in thee I am well pleased. 

30 And Jesus himself began to be 
about thirty years of age, having 
lived with his father, being, as was 
supposed of the world, the son of Jo¬ 
seph, who was from the loins of TIeli, 

31 Who was from the loins of Mat- 
that, who was the son of Levi, who 
was a descendant of Melchi, and of 
Janna, and of Joseph, 

32 And of Mattathias, and of Amos, 
and of Naum, and of Esli, and of 
Nagge, 

33 And of Maath, and of Matta¬ 
thias, and of Semei, and of Joseph, 
and of Juda, 

34 And of Joanna, and of Rosa, 
and of Zorobabcl, and of Salathiel, 
who was the son of Neri, 

35 Who was a descendant of Mel¬ 
chi, and of Addi, and of Cosam, and 
of Elmodam, and of Er, 

36 And of Joso, and of Eliezer, and 
of Joram, and of Matthat, and of 
Levi, 

37 And of Simeon, and of Juda, and 
of Joseph, and of Jonan, and of Eli- 
akim, 

36 And of Melea, and of Menan, and 
of Mattatha, and of Nathan, and of 
David, 

39 And of Jesse, and of Obed, and 
of Root, and of Salmon, and of Naas- 
son, 

40 And of Aminidab, and of Aram, 
and of Esrom, and of Pharos, and of 
Juda, 

41 And of Jacob, and of Is&ao, and 
of Abraham, and of Thara, and of 
Nachor, 

42 And of Saruoh, and of Ragau, 
and of Phaleo, and of Heber, and of 
Salo, 

43 And of Cainan, and of Arphaxad, 
and of Bhem, and of Noah, and of 
Lnmeoh, 

44 And of Mathusala, and of Enooh, 
and of Jared, and of Maleluul, and of 
Cainan, 

46 And of Enos, and of Seth, and of 


Adam, who was formed of God, euivi 
the first man upon the earth- 

CUAPTEE IV. 

Christ led Iry the. Sjririt into the wilderness — 

Templed of Satan—Preaches in Nazareth 

and Galilee. 

ND Jesus, being full of the Holy 
Ghost, returned from Jordan, and 
was led by tho Spirit into the wilder¬ 
ness. 

2 And after forty days, the devil 
came unto him, to tempt him. And 
in those days, he did cat nothing; 
and when they were ended, he after¬ 
wards hungered. 

3 And the devil said unto him, If 
thou be the Son of God, command 
this stone that it be made bread. 

4 And Jesus answered him, saying 
It is written, that man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every word of 
God. 

5 And tho Spirit taketh him up into 
a high mountain, and he beheld all 
the kingdoms of tho world, in a mo¬ 
ment of time. 

6 And the devil came unto him, and 
said onto him. All this power will 1 
give unto thee, and the glory of them; 
for they are delivered unto me, and 
to whomsoever I will, I give them. 

7 If thou therefore, will worship me, 
all shall he Chine. 

8 Jesus answered and said unto 
him. Get thoe behind me, Satan; lor 
it is written, Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God, and him only shall 
thou serve. 

9 And the Spirit brought him to 
Jerusalem, and set him on a pinnacle 
of the temple. And the devil came 
unto him, and said unto him, If thou 
bo the Son of God, cast thyself down 
from hence; 

10 For it is written, lie shall give 
hie angels oharge over thee, to keep 
thee; And in his hands they shall 
bear thee op, lest at any time thou 
dash thy foot against a stone. 

11 And Jesus answering, said unto 
him, It is written, Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God. 

12 And when the devil had ended 
all tho tomptiuion, he departed from 
him for a season. 

13 And Jesus relumed in tho power 
of tho Spirit, into Galilee. 

14 Ana there went oot a fame ol 
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Aim through all the region ronnd 
about; 

15 And he taught in their syna¬ 
gogues, being glorified of all who he- 
lievod on his name. 

16 And he oamo to Nazareth, where 
he had been brought up; and as his 
custom was he went into the syna¬ 
gogue on the Sabbath day, and stood 
op to read. 

17 And there was dolivered unto 
him, tho book of the prophet Esaia9. 
And when he had opened the hook, 
he found tho place where it was writ- 
ton, 

18 The Spirit of the Lord is npon 
me, because he hath anointed me to 

reach the gospel to the poor, he 
ath sent me to heal the hroken- 
heartod, to preach doliveranoe to the 
oaptivos, and the recovering of sight 
to tho blind; to set at liherty them 
who are bruised; 

19 To preach the acceptable year of 
the Lord. 

20 And he olosod the book, and he 
gave it again to the minister, and he 
sat down. 

21 And the eyes of all those who 
were in the synagogue, were fastened 
cn him. And he began to say unto 
them, This day is this scripture ful¬ 
filled in your ears. 

22 And all bare him witness, and 
wondered at the graciouB words which 
proceeded out of hiB mouth. And 
they said, Is not this Joseph’s son 7 

23 Aud he said unto them, Yo will 
surely say unto ine this proverb, 
Physician, heal thy self. Whatsoever 
we havo heard was done in Caper¬ 
naum, do nlsu hero in thy oountry. 

24 And he said, Vorily I say unto 
you, No prophet is accepted in his 
own country. 

25 But I tell you the truth, many 
widows were in Israel in the days of 
Elias, whon the hoaven was shut up 
three years and six months, and 
great famine was throughout all the 
land; 

26 But unto none of thorn was Elias 
sent, savo unto Sarepta, of Sidon, 
unto a woman who was a widow. 

27 And many lepors wero iD Israel, 
In the lime of Klisous tho propbot; 
and none of them wero oloansod, save 
Naaman tho Syrian. 

28 And all thoy in the synagogue, 


when they heard these things, were 
filled with wrath, 

20 And rose rp, and thrust him out 
of the city, and led him unto the 
hrow of the hill, whereon the city was 
built, that they might oast him down 
headlong. 

30 But he, passing through the 
midst of them, went L ; s way, 

31 And came down to Capernaum, 
a city of Galilee, and taught them on 
the Sahhath day. 

32 And they were astonished at his 
dootrine; for his words were with 
power. 

33 And in the synagogae there was 
a man who had a spirit of an unclean 
devil, and he cried out with a loud 
voice, 

34 Saying, Let us alone; what have 
we to do with theo, Jesus of Naza¬ 
reth ? Art thou oome to destroy us ? 
I know thee, who thou art, The lloly 
One of God. 

35 Jesus rehuked him, saying, Hold 
thy peace, and come out of him. 
And when tho devil had thrown him 
in the midst, be came out of him, and 
hart him not. 

36 And they were all amazed, and 
spake among themsolves, saying, 
What a word is this! for with autho¬ 
rity and power he oommandeth the 
unolean Bpirits, and they come out. 

37 And tho fame of him went out in 
every place round about. 

38 And ho aroso, and went out of 
the synagogue, and entered into 
Simon’s house. And Simon's wife's 
mother was taken with a great fever; 
and thoy besought him for her, to 
heal her. 

39 And he stood over her, and re¬ 
buked the fever, and it left her; and 
immediately she arose, and minis¬ 
tered unto them. 

40 Now, when tho sun was setting, 
all they who had any sick, with 
divers diseases, hrought them unto 
him, and he laid his hands on every 
one of them, and healed them. 

41 And devils also oame out of 
many, crying out, and saying, Thou 
art Christ, the Son of God. And he, 
rebuking thorn, safifered them not to 
speak; for they knew that he was 
Christ. 

42 And when it was day, he depart¬ 
ed and wont Into a solitary plaoe; 
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and the people sought him, and camo 
unto him, and desired him that he 
should not depart from them. 

43 But he said unto them, I must 
preach the kingdom of God to other 
cities also, for thoreforc am I sent. 

44 And he preached in the syna¬ 
gogues of Galilee. 

CHAPTER V. 

Great draught of fishes—Vailing of Peter, 

James, John , ana Levi—Christ healeth the 

palsy—Ihirabte of new urine, and old 

bottles. 

ND it camo to pass, as tho people 
pressed upon him, to hear the 
word of God, he stood by the lake of 
Gennesaret, 

2 And saw two ships standing on 
tho lake; hut the fishermen were gone 
out of them, and were wetting their 
nets. 

3 And he entered into one of the 
ships, which was Simon's, and prayed 
him that he would thrust out a little 
from the land. And he sat down, 
and taught the people out of the ship, 

4 Now, when he had done speaking, 
he Baid to S’mon, Launch out into the 
deep, and let down your net for a 
draught. 

5 And Simon answering, said unto 
him, Master, we hare toiled all the 
night, and hare taken nothing; never¬ 
theless, at thy word I will let down 
the net. 

6 And when they had done Lhis, they 
enoloscd a great multitude of fishes; 
and their net hrnko. 

7 And they heokoned unto their 
partners, who were in the other ships, 
that they should come and help them. 
And they came and filled both the 
ships, so that they hegan to sink. 

8 When Simon Peter saw the multi¬ 
tude of fishes, be fell down at Jesus’ 
knees, saying, Deport from tne; for I 
am a sinful man, 0 Lord. 

9 For bo was astonished, and all 
who were with him, at tho draught 
of the fishes which they had taken. 

10 And so were also James, and 
John, the sons of Zebcdeo, who wore 
partners with Simon. And Jesus 
said unto Simon, Fear not from 
henoeforth, for thou Rhalt catch men. 

11 And when they bad brought their 
ships to land, they forsook all, and 
followed him. 

12 And it oauie to pass, when he 
was in a oertain city, Lohold, a man, 


full of leprosy, who, seeing Jesus, 
fell on his face, and hesought him, 
saying, Lord, if thou wilt, thou cansi 
make me clean. 

13 And ho put forth his band and 
touched him, saying, I will ; he thou 
clean. And immediately the leprosy 
departed from him. 

14 And he charged him to tell no 
man; hut said unto him, Oo and 
show thyself to the priests, aod offer 
for thy cleansing, according as Most? 
commanded, for a testimony untc 
them. 

15 But so much the more went there 
a fame abroad of him ; and great 
multitudes came together to hear, 
and to he healed by him of their in¬ 
firmities. 

16 And he withdrew himself into 
the wilderness, end prayed. 

17 And it came to pass on a certain 
day, as he was tenening, that there 
were Pharisees and doctors of the 
law sitting by, who were come out of 
every town of Galilee, and Judea, 
and Jerusalem. And the power of 
the Lord was present to heal them. 

18 And behold, men brought in a 
bed, a man who was taken with r 
palsy ; and they sought to bring him 
in, and to lay him before Jesus. 

19 Aud when they found that they 
could not hring him in for the multi 
tude, they went upon the housc-lop. 
and let him down through the tiling, 
with his couch, into the midst, before 
Jesus. 

20 Now he saw their faith, and sai-l 
unto the man, Thy sins are forgiven 
thee. 

21 And the scribes and Pharisee* 
began to reason, saying. Who is this 
that Bpcakoth blasphemies ? Who enu 
forgive siDs but God alone? 

22 But Jesu9 perceived their 
thoughts, and he said unto then), 
Whnt reason yo in your hearts ? 

23 Does it requiro more power to 
forgive sins than to make the sick 
rise up and walk ? 

24 But, that ye may know that the 
Son of Man hath power upon earth 
to forgive sins, T said it. And he 
said unlotbo sick of the palsy, 1 say 
unto thee, Arise, and take up thy 
conch, and go unto thy house. 

25 And immediately he rose up i»e 
fore them, and took un that whereor 
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he lay, and doparted to hU own house, 
glorifying God. 

26 And they were all amazed, and 
they glorified God, and were filled 
with fear, saying, We have seen 
strange things lo-day. 

27 And after these things he went 
forth, and saw a publican, named 
Levi, sitting at the plaoe whoro thoy 
rooeived custom; and ho said unto 
him, Follow me. 

28 And he left all, rose up, and fol¬ 
lowed him. 

20 And Leri made him a groat feast, 
In his own house; and there was a 
great company of publicans, and of 
others, who sat down with them. 

30 But tho scribes and Pharisees 
murmured against his disciples, say¬ 
ing, Why do ye cat and drink with 
publicans and siuners? 

31 Jesus answering, said unto thorn, 
Thoy that are whole need not a phy- 
siaian ; but they that are sick. 

32 I camo not to call Lho righteous, 
but sinners to repentance. 

33 And they said unto him, Why 
io the disoiples of John fast often, 
and make prayers, and likowiao tho 
disoiples of the Pharisees; but thino 
eat and drink ? 

34 And ho Baid unto them, Can ye 
make the ohildren of the bride-cham¬ 
ber fast while tho bridegroom ifl with 
them ? 

35 But the days will oome when the 
bridegroom shall betaken away from 
them; and then shall thoy fast in 
those days. 

36 And ho spake also a parable 
unto them, suying, No man putleth 
a piece of now cloth upon an old gar¬ 
ment; if so, then tho new rnaketh a 
rent, and agreeth not with the old. 

37 And no man putteth new wine 
into old bottles; olse the now wine 
will hurst the bottles and he spilled, 
and tho bottles shall perish. 

38 But new wiuo must be put into 
new bottlos, and both aro preeervod. 

30 No man also, having drank old 
winq, deetreth new ; for he aaith, Tho 
old is belter. 

CLIAPTEH VI. 

The Sabbath made for man-—Calling of the 
twelve— Sundry instruction* on duty — 
Parable of the house founded on a rock. 
Nl) it came to paBS on the second 
Sabbath after this, that ho wont 
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through the cornfield ; and his disci¬ 
ples plucked the ears of corn, and did 
oat, rubbing them in their hands. 

2 And oertain of the Pharisees said 
unto them, Why do ye that which is 
not lawful to do on the Sabbnth days? 

3 Jesus answering them, said, Have 
ye Dot read so much as this, what Da¬ 
vid did, when ho himself was an hun¬ 
gered, and they who were with him ; 

4 How he wont into the houso of 
God, and did take and eat the shew 
bread, and gave also to thorn who 
were with him, which is not lawful 
to eat, but for the priests alone? 

5 And he said unto them, That the 
Son of Man is Lord also of tho Sab- 
bath. 

6 And it came to pass also on 
another Sabbath, that he entered into 
the synagogue, and taught. And 
there was a man whose right'hand 
was withered; 

7 And the scrihes and Pharisees 
watched him, whether he would heal 
on the Sahbath day ; that they might 
find an accusation against him. 

6 But he knew their thoughts, and 
said to the man who had the withered 
hand, Rise up, and stand forth in the 
midst. And ne arose and Btood forth. 

0 Then said Jesus unto them, I will 
ask you ono thing; Is it lawful on 
the Sabbnth days to do good, or to do 
evil ? To save life, or to destroy ? 

10 And looking round about upon 
them all, he said unto the man, 
Stretch forth thy hand. And he did 
bo ; and his hand was restored whole 
as the other. 

11 And they wero filled with mad¬ 
ness ; and communed one with another 
what thoy might do to Jesus. 

12 And it oame to pass in those 
days, that he wont out into a moun¬ 
tain to pray, and oontinuod all night 
in prayer to God. 

13 And when it was day, he oalled 
his disciplos; and of them he ohose 
twclvo, wnom also ho namod apostles. 

14 Simon, whom he also named 
Peter, and Andrew his brother, James 
and John, Philip and Bartholomew, 

15 Matthew and Thomas, James 
the son of Alpheus, and Simon called 
Zclotcs. 

16 And Judas the brother of James, 
and Judas Isoariot, who also was the 
traitor. 
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17 And he came down with them 
and stood in the plain, and the com¬ 
pany of his disciples, and a great 
multitude of people out of all Judea 
and Jerusalem, and from the sea- 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon, who came 
to hear him, and to be healed of 
their diseases; 

18 And they who were vexed with 
unclean spirits; and they were healed. 

19 And the whole multitude sought 
to tonch him; for there went virtue 
out of him and healed them all. 

20 And he lifted up his eyes on his 
disciples, and said. Blessed are the 

S oor; for theirs is the kingdom of 
od. 

21 Blessed are they who hunger 
now; for they shall be filled. Blessed 
are they who weep now; for they 
shall langh. 

22 Blessed are ye when men shall 
bate you, and when they shall sepa¬ 
rate you from among them, and shall 
reproach you, and cost out your name 
as evil, for the Son of Man's sake. 

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap 
for joy; for behold your reward BhaJl 
be great in heaven; for in the like 
nanner did their fathers unto the 
prophets. 

24 But woe unto you who are rich ! 
For ye have received your consola¬ 
tion. 

25 Woe unto you who are full! For 
ye shall hunger. Woe unto you who 
laugh now ! For ye shall mourn and 
weep. 

26 Woe unto you, when all men 
shall speak well of you ! For so did 
their fathers to the false prophets. 

27 But I say unto you who hear 
my words. Love your enemies, do 
good to them who hate you. 

26 Bless them who curse you, and 
pray for them who despitefully use 
you and persecute you. 

29 And unto him who smiteth thee 
on the cheek, offer also the other; or, 
In other words, it is better to offer 
the other, than to revile again. And 
him who taketh away thy cloak, for¬ 
bid not to take thy coat also. 

30 For it is better that thou suffer 
thine enemy to take these things, 
than to contend with him. Verily I 
say unto you, Tour heavenly Father 
who seeth in secret, shall bring that 
wiaked one into judgment 


31 Therefore give to every man whe 
asketh of thee; and of him who 
taketh away thy goods, ask them not 
again. 

32 And as ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them likewise. 

33 For if ye love them only who 
love you, what reward hare you? 
For sinners also do even the same. 

34 And if ye lend to them of whom 
ye hope to receive, what reward bare 
you? for sinners also lend to sinmrs, 
to receive as much again. 

35 Bat love ye your enemies, and 
do good, and lend, hoping for nothing 
again; and yonr reward shall be 
great; and ye shall be the children 
of the Highest; for he is kind onto 
the unthankful, and to the evil. 

36 Be ye therefore merciful, as your 
Father also is mercifol. 

37 Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged; condemn not, and ye shall 
not be condemned; forgive, and ye 
shall be forgiven. 

3S Qive, and it shall be given onto 
you; good measnre, pressed down, 
and. shaken together, and running 
over, shall men give into your bosom. 
For with the same measure that ye 
mete withal, it shall be measured to 
you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto 
them, Can the blind lead the blind? 
Shall they not both fall into the 
ditch 7 

40 A disciple is not above his mas¬ 
ter; but every one that is perfect 
shall be as his master. 

41 And why beholdest thou the 
mote which is in thy brother's eye, 
but perceivest not the beam which is 
in tnine own eye ? 

42 Again, how oanst thou say to 
thy brother, Let me pull out the mote 
that is in thine eye, when thou thy¬ 
self beholdest not the beam which 
is in thine own eye ? Thon hypocrite, 
cast out first the beam from thine 
own eye, and then ehalt thon see 
clearly to pull out the mote which is 
in thy brother’s eye. 

43 For a good tree hringeth not 
forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit; 

44 For every tree 19 known by its 
own fruit. For of thorns men do not 
gather figs, nor of a bramble bush 
gather they grapes. 
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49 A good man out of the good 
treasure of his heart, bringeth forth 
that whioh is good. And an evil man 
out of the evil troaBure of his heart, 
briogeth forth that which is evil; for 
of the abundance of the heart his 
mouth speakelh. 

40 Ana why call ye me Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say? 

47 Whosoevor cometh to me, and 
heareth my sayings and dooth them, 
I will show you to whom he is like. 

48 He is like a man who built a 
house, and digged deep, and laid the 
foundation on a rock, and whoa the 
flood arose, the stream heat vehe¬ 
mently upon that bouse, and could 
tot shake it; for it was founded upon 
a rook. 

40 But he who hoareth and dooth 
not, is like a man that without a 
foundation built a house upon the 
earth ; against which the stroain did 
boat vehemently, and immediately it 
fell; and the ruin of that bouse was 
great. 

CHAPTER VII. 

The centurion's servant — Widout 8 ton raised 
— Christ's testimony of John—Jesus anoint¬ 
ed by the woman—He commendeih the act. 
01V when he had ended all these 
Bayinga in the audionco of the 
people, he entered into Capornnum. 

2 And a cortain conturion’s servant, 
who was dear unto him, was sick and 
ready to die. 

3 And when he heard of Jesus, ho 
sont unto him the elders of the Jews, 
beseeching that ho would come and 
heal his servant. 

4 And when thoy oauio to Jesus, 
they besought him instantly, saying, 
That be wnB worthy for whom he 
should do this; 

5 For he loveth our nation, and hath 
built us a synagogue. 

0 Then Jesus went with them, and 
when ho was now not far from the 
house, tho centurion sent frionde to 
him, saying unto him, Lord, trouble 
not thyRolf; for I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest enter under my roof. 

7 Wherefore, noithor thought I my¬ 
self worthy to como unto theo; but 
say tho word, and my servant shall 
be healed. 

6 For I also am a man set under au¬ 
thority, having ander me soldiers, and 
T say unto ono, Go, and hegoeth ; and 
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to another, Como, and he oometh; 
and to my servant, Do this, and he 
doeth it. 

9 When Jesus heard these things, he 
marvelled at him, and turned him 
about, and said unto the people who 
followed him, I say unto you, I have 
not found so groat faith, no, not in 
Israel. 

10 And thoy who were sent, return¬ 
ing to the house, found the servant 
whole who had been siok. 

11 And it came to pass the day after, 
that he went into a city called Nain; 
and many of his disciples went with 
him, and muoh people. 

12 Now, when he came nigh to the 
gate of the city, behold, there was a 
dead man carried out, the only son of 
his mother, and she w&b a widow'; 
and many people of the city were 
with her. 

13 And now the Lord saw her, and had 
compassion on her, and he said unto 
her, Weep not. 

14 And he came and touahod the 
bier; and they who bare it stood still, 
and he said, Young man, I say unto 
thee, Arise. 

15 And he who was dead, sat up, and 
began to speak ; and he delivered him 
to his mother. 

16 And there came a fear on all; 
and thoy glorified God, saying, That 
a great prophet is risen op among us; 
and, That God hath visited his people. 

17 And this rumor of him w«nt forth 
throughout all Judoa, and through¬ 
out all the region round about. 

18 And tho disciples of John showed 
him of all these things. 

10 And John calling two of his dis- 
oiplos, sent them to Jesus, saying, 
Art thou he that should come, or look 
we for onother ? 

20 When the men were come unto 
him, thoy said, John Baptist hath 
sent us unto thee, saying, Art thou he 
who should come, or look we for 
another? 

21 And in the same hoor he oured 
many of infirmities, and plagues, and 
of evil spirits, and unto many blind 
be gave sight. 

22 Then Jesus, answering, said unto 
them, Go your way, and tell John 
what things ye have seen and heard; 
how that the blind see, the lame walk, 
the leperB are oloansed, the doaf hear. 
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the dead are raised, and to the poor 
the gospel is preaohed ; 

23 And blessed are they, who shall 
not bo offended in mo. 

24 And when the messengers of John 
were departed, ho bogan to speak unto 
tho peoplo concerning John; What 
went ye out into the wilderness to 
see? A reed shaken with tho wind 7 
Or a man ololked in soft raiment? 

25 Behold, they who aro gorgeously 
apparelled, and live delicately, are in 
king’s courts. 

29 But what went ye out for to seo 7 
A prophet? Yea, I say unto you, 
and much more than a prophet. 

27 This is the one of whom it is 
written, Behold I send my messenger 
before thy face, who shall prepare 
thy way before thee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among those 
who are born of women, there is not a 
greater prophot than John the Bap¬ 
tist; but he who is least in the king¬ 
dom of God is greater than be. 

29 And all the people who heard 
him, and the publicans, justified God, 
being baptized with the baptism of 
John. 

30 But the Pharisees, and lawyers, 
rejoctod the counsel of God against 
Ihomsolvcs, not being baptized of him. 

31 And the Lord said, Whcrounto 
then shall I likon the mon of this gene¬ 
ration 7 And to what aro they liko? 

32 They are like unto children sit¬ 
ting in the market-place, and calling 
one to anothor, and saying, Wo havo 
piped for you, and yo have not 
danced ; wo have mourned for you, 
and ye have not wept. 

33 For John tbo Baptist camo nei¬ 
ther eating bread, nor drinking wine; 
and ye say he hath a devil. 

34 The Son of Man is oorno, eating 
and drinking; and yo say, Behold a 
gluttonous man, and a wino-bibbor; 
a friend of publicans and sinnors ! 

35 But wisdom is justified of all bor 
children. 

36 And one of tho Pharisees de¬ 
sired him that ho would oat with him. 
And he wont into tho Pharisee’s 
houso, and sat down to meat. 

37 And behold, a woman in tho 
oity, who was a sinner, when sho 
know that Jesus sat at moat in the 
Pkarisoe’s houso, brought an alabas¬ 
ter hoi of ointment. 


38 And stood at his feet weeping, 
and began to wash his feet with tears, 
and did wipe them with the hairs of 
her head, and kissed his feel, and 
anointed them with the ointment. 

39 Now when the Pharisee who had 
bidden him saw this, he spake within 
bimscMp saying, This m&D, if be were 
a prophot, would have known w!m, 
or what manner of woman this i. u .vim 
toucheth him ; for she is a sinner. 

40 And Jesus answering, said utn«i 
him, Simon, 1 have BomewhaL to say 
unto thee. And he said, Master, say 
on. 

41 And Jesus Baid, There was a cer¬ 
tain creditor, who had two debtors; 
the one owed him Gvo hundred pence, 
and the other fifty. 

42 And when he found they lin<l 
nothing to pay, ho frankly forgave 
them both. Tell me therefore, which 
of them will love him most 7 

43 Simon answorod and said, I sup¬ 
pose the man to whom he forgave 
most. And ho said unto biin, Thou 
hast rightly judged. 

44 And ho turned to tho woman, and 
said unto Simon, Seest thou this 
woman? I entered into thy bouse, 
thou gavest me no water for iny feel ; 
but she hath washed my feet with 
tears, and wiped thorn with the hairs 
of her head. 

45 Thou gavest mo no kiss ; but this 
woman since the lime I came in, hoili 
not ooased to kiss my feet. 

46 My boad with oil thou didst not 
anoint; but this woman hath anoint¬ 
ed my feet with ointment. 

47 Whoroforo I say unto thee, Ilcr 
sins wbioh are many, are forgiven ; 
for she loved much. Hut to whom 
little is forgiven, Ibc same loveth 
little. 

48 And he said unto her, Thy sini 
are forgiven. 

49 And they who sat at moat with 
him, began to say within themselves, 
Who is this that forgiveth sins also 7 

50 And he said to the woman, Thy 
faith bath saved thee; go in pcaoo. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

PurabU of the snwer — )Vho are brethren q/ 
Christ — Christ ttilleih t/u tempest — Joints’ 
daughter raised — Swine, drowned. 

ND it oame to pass aftorward, 
that he went throughout every 
oity mid village, preaching and show- 
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log I he glnd tidings of the kingdom 
nf <i(k1 ; and the twelve who wore or- 
diiiiied of him, were with him, 

2 And certain women who had been 
healed of evil spirit? nnd infirmities, 
Mary called Magdalene, out of whom 
went seven devils ; 

3 And Joanna the wife of Chuza, 
Herod’s steward, and Susanna, and 
many others, who ministered unto 
him with their substance. 

4 And when much people were 
gnthered together, and wero como to 
him out of every city, he spake hy a 
parable, saying, 

5 A sower went out to sow his seed; 
and as ho sowed, some fell hy the 
way-side; and it was trodden down, 
and the fowls of the air dovourod it. 

6 And sorm fell upon a rock; and 
as soon os it was sprung up, it wither¬ 
ed away, because it lackod moisture. 

7 And some fell among thorns; and 
the thorns sprang up with it, and 
choked it. 

8 And others fell on good ground, 
and sprang up, and bear fruit an 
hundredfold. 

It And when he had said these 
things, ho cried, He who hath ears 
to hear, let him hear. And his disci¬ 
ples asked him, saying, What might 
this parable be 7 

10 And he said, Unto you it is given 
to know the mysteries of the king¬ 
dom of God; but to others in para¬ 
bles ; that Boeing they might not see, 
and hearing thoy might not not un¬ 
derstand. 

11 Now the parable is this; Tho 
seed is tho word of God. 

12 That which fell by the way-sido 
are they who hear; and tho devil 
comcth and talieth away the word 
out of tboir hearts, lest they Rhould 
believe and be saved. 

13 That which fell on the rock are 
they, who, when thoy hoar, receivo 
the word with joy; and thoy have 
no root, but for a while heliovo, and 
in a time of temptation fall away. 

14 And that whiob fell among the 
thorns aro they, who, when thoy havo 
heard, go forth and are choked with 
oaros, and riohes, and pleasures of 
life, and bring no fruit to perfection. 

16 But that whiob fell on the good 
ground are they, who rocoive tho 
word in an honest and good heart, 
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having heard the word, keepeth what 
they hear, and bring forth fruit with 
patience. 

16 For no man, when he hath 
lighted a candle, covcreth it with a 
vessel, or putteth it undcrahcd; but 
setteth it on a candlestick, that they 
who enter in may sec the light. 

17 For nothing is secret, which 
shall not be made manifest; neither 
hid, which shall not be made known, 
and go abroad. 

18 Tako heed therefore how yc hear; 
for whosoever rcccivcth, to him shall 
bo given; and whosoever rccciveth 
not, from him shall he taken even 
that which he scemeth to have. 

19 Then came to him his mother 
and his brethren, and could not 
speak to him for the multitude. 

20 And some who stood by, said 
unto him, Thy mother and thy bre¬ 
thren stand without, desiring to see 
thee. 

21 And ho answered and said unto 
them, My mother and my bn (liven 
are those who hear tho word of Cod, 
and do it. 

22 Now it oamo to pass on a certain 
day, that ho went into a ship with 
his disciples; and he said unto them, 
Let us go over unto tho other Bide 
of tho lake. And thoy launohed 
forth. 

23 But as thoy sailed he foil asleep; 
and there camo down a storm of wind 
on tho take ; and they were flllod with 
fear, and were in danger. 

24 And thoy came to biin and awoke 
him, saying, Master, Master, we 
perish. Thon he arose, and rebuked 
the wind and tho raging of the wa¬ 
ters, and they ceased; and there was 
a oalm. 

25 And he said unto them, Where 
is your faith? and they being afraid, 
wondered, saying ono to another,What 
manner of man is this 7 For he 
oommandoth even tho winds and wa¬ 
ters, and they obey him. 

20 And they arrived at tho oountry 
of the Gadarones, which is over 
against Galilee. 

27 And when they wont forth to 
land, there mot him out of the city 
a certain man, who had devils for a 
long time, and ho would wear no 
clothes, neither ahode in a house, but 
in the tomhs. 
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28 When he saw Jesus, he oried out 
and fell down hefore him, and with 
a loud voice said, What have I to do 
with thee, Jcsub, thou Son of God 
most high ? I beseech thee torment 
me not. 

29 (For he had commanded the 
unclean Bpirit to come out of the 
man.) For ofttimea it had caught 
him ; and he was kept hound with 
chains, and in fetters; and he hrake 
the bands, and was driven of tho 
devil into the wilderness. 

30 Jesus asked him, saying, What 
is thy name ? And he said, Legion ; 
because many devils were entered 
into him. 

31 And there was there a herd of 
many swine, feeding on the moun¬ 
tain. 

32 And they besought him that he 
would suffer them to enter into the 
swine, and he suffered them. 

33 And they besought him also, that 
he would not command them to go 
out into the deep. And he said unto 
them. Come out of the man. 

34 Then went the devils out of the 
man, and entered into the swine; 
and the herd ran violently down a 
steep place into the lake, and were 
choked. 

35 When they who fed the swine 
saw what was done, they fled, and went 
and told the people in the city and in 
the country. 

38 Then they went out to see what 
was done; and came to Jesus, and 
found the man out of whom the 
devils were departed, sitting at the 
feet of Jesus, clothed, and in his 
right mind ; and they were afraid. 

37 They also who saw the miracle, 
told them by what means he who 
was possessed of the devils was 
healed. 

38 Then the whole multitude of the 
country of the Gadarenes round 
about, besought Jesu9 to depart from 
them ; for they were taken with great 
fear. And Jesus went up into the 
ship, and returned back again. 

39 Now, the man out of whom the 
devils were departed, besought him 
that he might be with him. But Je¬ 
sus sent him away, saying, 

40 Return to thine own house, and 
show how great things God hath 
done unto thee. And he went bis 


way, and published throughout the 
whole city, how great things Jesus 
had done unto him. 

41 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jesus was returned, the people re¬ 
ceived him ; for they were all waiting 
for him. 

42 And behold, there came a man 
named Jairns, and he was a ruler of 
the synagogue; and he fell down at 
Jesus' feet, and besought him that 
he would come into hia house; 

43 For he had an only daughter, 
ahout twelve years of age, and she 
lay a-dying. But ae he went, the 
people thronged him. 

44 And a woman, having an issne 
of hlood twelve years, who bad spent 
all herlivingupon physicians, neither 
conld be healed of any, 

45 Came hehind Jesus, and touched 
the bordcrof his garment; and imme¬ 
diately her issue of hlood staunched. 

46 And Jesus eaid, Who touched 
me? When all denied, Peter and they 
who were with him, said. Master, the 
multitude throng thee, and press upon 
thee, and sayest thou, Who touched 
me ? 

47 And Jesus said, Some one hath 
touched me; for I perceive that vir¬ 
tue is gone out of me, 

48 And when the woman found that 
she was not hid, she came trem- 
hling, and falling down before him, 
she declared unto him before all the 
people for what cause she had touched 
him, and how she was healed imme¬ 
diately. 

49 And he said unto her. Daughter, 
he of good comfort; thy faith hath 
made thee whole; go in peace. 

50 While he yet spake, there couieth 
one from the ruler of the synagogue’s 
house, sayiDg to him, Thy daughter is 
dead; trouhle not the Master. 

51 But Jesu9 heard him, and he siid 
unto the ruler of the synagogue, Fear 
not; believe only, and she shall he 
made whole. And when he came 
into the house, he suffered no man to 
go in, save Peter, and James, and 
John, and the father and the mother 
of the maiden, 

52 And all wept and bewailed her; 
but he said, Weep not; for she is not 
dead, but sleepeth. And they laughed 
him to scorn, knowing *hat she was 
dead. 



CHAPTER IX. 


53 And ho put them all out, and 
look her by tho hand, and he oalled. 
Baying, Maid, arise. 

54 And her spirit came again, and 
she arose straightway; and ho com¬ 
manded to give her meat. 

55 And hor parents were astonishod; 
but ho charged them that they should 
tell no man what was done. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Christ instructs his Apasties — -Sends them 

forth — Miracle of Jive loaves and two 

fishes—The transfiguration — Moses and 

Kline appear — Jesus, homeless. 

IIKN he called his twelve disci¬ 
ples together, and be gave them 
power and authority over all devils, 
and to cure diseases. 

2 And he sent them to preaob the 
kingdom of God, and to heal the Bick. 

3 And ho said unto them, Tako 
nothing for your journey, neither 
staves, nor sorip, neither bread, 
neither money; neither have two 
coats upieco. 

4 And into whatsoever house ye 
enter, there abide until ye depart 
thence. 

5 And whosoever will not reoeive 
you, when ye go out of that city, 
shako off the very duBt from your feet 
for a testimony against them. 

0 And they departed, and went 
through the towns, preaching tho 
gospel, and healing everywhere. 

7 Now Herod the tetraroh heard of 
all that was done by Jesus; and he 
was perplexed, because that it was 
said of some, That John was risen 
from tho dead; 

8 And of some, That Elias had ap- 
poared ; and of others, Thatono of the 
old prophots wrb risen again. 

9 And Herod B&id, John have I be¬ 
headed ; but who is this, of whom I 
hear such things ? And he desired 
to see him. 

10 And the apostlos, when they re¬ 
turned, told Jesus all that they had 
done. And he took them, and went 
aside privately into a solitary placo 
belonging to the city oalled Bothsaida. 

11 And tho people, when tboy knew 
it, followed him; and he received 
them, and spake unto them of the 
kingdom of God, and healed thorn 
who had need of healing. 

12 And when the day bogan to wear 
away, then oame the twelve, and 
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said unto him, Send tho multitude 
away, that they may go into the 
lowus and country round ahout, and 
lodge, and get victuals; for we are 
here in a solitary place. 

13 But ho said unto them, Give ye 
them to eat. And they said, We hove 
but live loaves and two fishes; and 
except we should go and buy meat, 
we can provide no more food for all 
this multitude. 

14 For they were iu number about 
five thousand men. And Jesus said 
unto his disciples, Make them sit 
down by fifties in a company. 

15 And they did so, and made them 
all sit down. 

16 Then he took the five loaves, and 
the two fishes, and looking up to hea¬ 
ven, he blessed them, and brake, and 
gave to the disciples to set before the 
multitude. 

17 And they did eat, and were all 
filled. And there was taken up of the 
fragments whioh remained, twelve 
baskets. 

18 And it oame to pass, as he went 
alone with his disoiples to pray, he 
asked them, saying, Who say the 
people that I am ? 

19 They answering said, Some say, 
John the Baptist; but others say, 
Elias; and otherB, That one of the old 
prophets is risen again. 

20 He said unto them, But whom 
say ye that I am ? Peter answering 
said, The Christ, the Son of God. 

21 And he straitly charged them, 
and commanded them Jto tell no man 
of him, 

22 Saying, the Son of Man must 
suffer many things, and be rejected 
of the elders, and chief priests, and 
soribes; and be slain, and be raised 
the third day. 

23 And he said unto them all, If 
any man will come aftor me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his oross 
daily, and follow me. 

24 For whosoever will save his life, 
must he willing to lose it for my sake; 
and whosoever will he willing to lose 
his life for my Bake, the same shall 
save it. 

25 For what doth it profit a man if 
he gain the whole world, and yet he 
reoeive him not whom God hath or¬ 
dained, and he lose his own soul, and 
he himself be a castaway ? 
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20 For whosoever shall bo ashamed 
of me, and of my words, of him shall 
the Son of Man be ashamed, when he 
shall come in his own kingdom, 
clothed in the glory of his Father, 
with the holy angels. 

27 Verily, I tell you of a truth, 
there are some standing here who 
shall not taste of death, until they see 
the kingdom of God coming in power. 

28 And it came to pass, eight days 
after these sayings, that he took Peter 
and John and James, and went np 
into a mountain to pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the fashion of 
his countenance was changed, and his 
raiment became white and glittering. 

30 And behold, there came and 
talked with him two men, even Mo¬ 
ses and Elias, 

31 Who appeared in glory, and 6pake 
of his death, and also his resurrection, 
which he should accomplish at Jeru¬ 
salem. 

32 But Petor and they who were 
with him were heavy with sleep; and 
when they were awake they saw his 
glory, and the two men who stood 
with him. 

33 And after the two men departed 
from him, Peter said unto Jesus, 
Master, it is good for us to be here; 
let us make three tabernacles; one for 
thee, and ono for Moses, and one for 
Elias; not knowing what he said. 

34 While he thuB spake, there came 
a cloud, and overshadowed thorn all; 
and thoy feared as they entered into 
the otoud. 

35 And there came a voice out of 
the oloud, saying, This is my beloved 
Son; hear him. 

36 And when the voice was past, 
JesuB was found alone. And these 
things they kept cIobc, and they told 
no man, in those days, any of the 
things which they had seen. 

37 And it came to pass on the noxt 
day, when they wore come down from 
the hill, mnch people met him. 

38 And hehold, a man of the com¬ 
pany oried ont, saying, Master, I be¬ 
seech thee, look upon my son ; for he 
is mine only child. 

39 And, lo, a spirit taketh him, and 
he suddenly oricth out; and it teareth 
him, that he foameth, and hruiBing 
him hardly, departoth from him. 

40 And I heeought thy disoiptea to 


cast him out, and they could uoi. 

41 And Jesus answering, said, 0 
faithless andperversegencration, how 
long shall I be with you, and suffer 
you? Bring thy son hither. 

42 And as he was coming, the devil 
threw him down, and tore him again. 
And Jeeus rebuked the unclean spirit, 
and healed the child, and delivered 
him again to his father. 

43 Aod they were all amazed at the 
mighty power of God. But while 
they wondered every one, at all the 
things which Jesus did, he said unto 
his disciples, 

44 Let these sayings sink down into 
your hearts ; for the Son of Man shall 
be delivered into the hands of men. 

45 But they understood not this say¬ 
ing, and it was hid from them that 
they perceived it not; and they feared 
to ask him of that saying. 

40 Then there arose a reasoning 
among them, who of them should bo 
greatest. 

47 And Jesus perceiving the thoughts 
of their hearts, took a child and sot 
him in the midst; 

48 And said unto them, Whosoever 
shall receive this child in my name, 
recoireth mo; and whosoever shall 
reoeive me, receireth him who sent 
me; for he who is least among you 
all, the same shall be great. 

49 And John spake and said, Mas 
ter, we saw one casting out devils in 
thy name ; and we forbade him, be¬ 
cause he fotloweth not with us. 

50 And Jeeus said unto him, Forbid 
not any; for ho who is not against us 
is for us. 

51 And it came to pass, when the 
time was come that he should be re¬ 
ceived up, ho steadfastly set his face 
to go to Jerusalem ; 

52 And sent messengers before his 
face ; and they went and entered into 
a village of the Samaritans to make 
ready for him. 

53 And the Samaritans would not 
receive him, because his faoo was 
turned as though he would go to 
Jerusalem. 

54 And when his disciples, James 
and John, saw that they would not 
receive him, thoy said, Lord, will 
thou that we command fire to come 
down from heaven and consume them, 
even as Elias did ’ 
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85 But he turned and rebuked them, 
and eaid, Yo know not what manner 
of spirit yo aro of. 

58 For tho Son of Man is not come 
to destroy men’s lives, but to save thorn. 
And they went to another village. 

57 And it came to pass, as they 
went in tho way, a certain man said 
unto him, Lord, I will follow thee 
whithersoever thou goest. 

58 And Josub said unto him, The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air hive nests: but the Son of Man 
hath not whero to lay hie head. 

59 And ho said unto another, Fol¬ 
low me. But bo said, Lord, suffer 
me first to go and bury my father. 

60 Jesus eaid unto him, Lot tho 
dead bury their dead ; but go thou 
and preach the kingdom of God. 

61 And another also said, Lord, I will 
follow theo ; but let mo first go and bid 
them farewell who are at my house. 

62 And Jesus said unto him, No 
man having put his hand to tho 
plough, and looking back, is fit for 
tho kingdom of God. 

CHAPTER X. 

Seventy appointed^-Their instructions— Their 

return—The good Samaritan — Mary’s 

choice. 

A FTER these things the Lord ap¬ 
pointed other seventy also, and 
sont tncm two and two before his face, 
into ovory city and place where he 
himself would come. 

2 And he said unto them, The harvest 
truly is great, but the labourers few; 
ray ye therefore the Lord of the 
arvesl, that he would Bend forth 
labourers into his harvest. 

3 Go your ways ; behold I send you 
forth as lambs among wolves. 

4 Carry noil her purso, nor sorip, 
nor shoos ; nor salute any man by the 
way. 

6 And into whatsoever house yo 
enter, first say, Pence to this house. 

6 And if tho son of poace be there, 
your peace shall rest upon it; if not, 
it shall turn to you again. 

7 And iDto whatsoever house they 
receive you, remain, eating and 
drinking such things as they give; 
for the labourer is worthy of his hire. 
Go not from house to house. 

8 And into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you, eat auoh things 
as are set before you ; 
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9 And heal tho sick who arc the. ein, 
and say, The kingdom of God is come 
nigh unto you. 

10 But into whataoover city ye enter, 
and they rccoive you not, go your 
ways out into the streets of tlie same, 
and say, 

11 Even the very dust of your city 
which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off 
against you; notwithstanding, bo sore 
of this, that tho kingdom of God is 
nigh unto you. 

12 But I say unto you, That it shall 
he more tolerable in the day of judg¬ 
ment for Sodom, than for that city. 

13 Then began he to upbraid the 
people in every city wherein his 
mighty works were done, who re¬ 
ceived him not, saying, 

14 Woe unto thee, Chorazin ! Woe 
unto thee, Bethsaida! For if the 
mighty works had been done in Tyre 
and Sidon, which have been done in 
you, they would have repented, sit¬ 
ting in sackcloth and ashes. 

15 But it shall be more tolerable 
for Tyre and Sidon at the day of 
judgment, than for you. 

16 And thou, Capernaum, which art 
exalted to heaven, shall be cast down 
to hell. 

17 And he said unto his disoiplos, 
He that heareth you, heareth me; 
and he that despiseth you, despiseth 
me; and ho that despiseth me, 
despisoth him who sent me. 

18 And tho seventy returned again 
with joy, saying, Lord, even the devils 
are subject to us through thy name. 

19 And he said unto them, As light¬ 
ning falloth from heaven, I beheld 
Satan also falling. 

20 Behold, I will give unto you 
power over serpents and scorpions, 
and overall the power of the onemy ; 
and nothing Bhnll by any means hurt 
you. 

21 Notwithstanding, in this rejoice 
not, that the spirits are subject unto 
yon ; but rather rejoioo, because your 
names are written in hoaven. 

22 In that hour Jesus rejoiced in 
spirit, and said, [ thank thee, 0 
Father, Lord of hoaven and earth, 
that thou hast hid these things from 
them who think they are wise and 

rudent, and hast revealed them unto 
aboa; even so, Father; for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. 
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23 All things are delivered to me of 
my Father; and no man knoweth 
that tho Son is the Father, and the 
Father is the Son, but him to whom 
the Son will reveal it. 

24 And ho turned him unto the dis¬ 
ciples, and said privately, Blessed are 
the eyes which see tho things that ye 
see. 

25 For I tell yon, Thai many prophots 
and kings have desired to see those 
things which ye see, and have not 
seen them ; and to hear those things 
which yo hear, and have not heard 
them. 

26 And, behold, a certain lawyer 
stood up, and tempted him, saying, 
Master, what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life ? 

27 Qe said unto him, What is writ¬ 
ten in the law? How rcadcst thou? 

28 And he answering, said. Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy Qod with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy strength, and with all 
thy mind; and thy neighbour as thy¬ 
self. 

29 And he said unto him, Thou hast 
answered right; this do and thou shalt 
live. 

30 But he, willing to justify himself, 
said unto Jesus, And who is my 
neighbour ? 

31 And Jesus answering, said, A 
certain man went down from Jerusa¬ 
lem to Jericho, and fell among thieves, 
who stripped him of his raiment and 
wounded him, and departed, leaving 
him half dead. 

32 And by chance, there came down 
a certain priest that way; and when 
he saw him, he passed by on the 
other side of tho way. 

33 And likewise a Levite, when he 
was at tho place, came and looked 
upon him, and passed by on the other 
side of the way; for they desired in 
thoir hearts that it might not be known 
that they had seen him. 

34 But a certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed,came where he was; and 
when he saw him, he had compassion 
on him, 

35 And wont to him, and bound up 
his wounds, pouring in oil and wine, 
and set him on his own beast, and 
brought him to an inn, and took care 
of him. 

36 And on the morrow, when he de¬ 


parted, he touk money and gave to 
the host, and said unto him, Take 
care of him, and whatsoever thou 
spendest more, when I come again. 1 
will repay thee. 

37 Who now of theso three, think 
est thou, was neighbour unto him who 
fell among the thieves ? 

38 And he said, Ho who showed 
mercy on him. Then said Jesus unto 
him, Go and do likewise. 

39 Now it came to pass, os the; 
went, they entered into a certain vil¬ 
lage ; and a certain woman named 
Martha receivod him into her house. 

40 And she had a sister, called Mary, 
who also sat at Jesus’ feet, and heard 
his words. 

41 But Martha was cumbered about 
much eerving, and came to him, &q<I 
said, Lord, dost thou not care that 
my sister hath left me to sorve alone ? 
Bid her therefore that she help 
me. 

42 And Jesus answered and said 
unto her, Martha, Martha, thou art 
careful and troubled about man; 
things; 

43 But one thing is needful; and 
Mary hath chosen that good part, 
which shall not be taken away from 
her. 

CHAPTER XL 

The Lord's prayer—The state of one to 
whom an evil spirit returns—Tfie key of 
knowledge. 

ND it came to pass, as Jesus wa* 
praying in a certain place, when 
he ceased, one of his disciples said 
unto him, Lord, teach us to pray, as 
John also taught his disciples. 

2 And he said unto them, When ye 
ray, say, Our Father who art in 
eaven, hallowed be thy name. Thy 

kingdom come. Thy will bo done as 
in heaven, so in earth. 

3 Give us day by day our daily 
bread. 

4 And forgive us our sins; for we 
also forgive every one who is indebted 
to us. And let us not be led into 
temptation; but doliver us from evil; 
for thine is tho kingdom and powar. 
Amen. 

5 And ho said unto them, Toui 
heavenly Father will not fail to give 
unto you whatsoever ye ask of him. 
And he spake a parable, saying, 

6 Which of you shall have a friend. 
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and b h&J] go unto him at midnight, 
and Bay unto him. Friend, lend me 
three loaves; 

7 For a friend of mine has come to 
me in hie journey, and I have no¬ 
thing to eot before him; 

8 And he from within shall answer 
and say, Trouble mo not; the door is 
now shut, and my children are with 
me in bed; I cannot rise and give 
thee. 

9 I say unto you, Though ho will 
not rise and give him because he is 
his friend, yet because of his impor¬ 
tunity, he will rise and give him as 
many as he necdclh. 

10 And I say unto you, Ask, and it 
shall be given you ; seek, and ye shall 
find; knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you. 

11 For every one who asketh, re- 
ceivoth ; and he that seeketh, fin doth; 
and to him who knocketh, it shall be 
opened. 

12 If a son shall ask bread of any 
of you who is a father, will he give 1 
him a stone ? or, if a fish, will ho for 
a fish give him a serpent? 

13 Or if ho shall asu an egg, will ho 
offor him a scorpion ? 

14 If yo then, being ovil, know how 
to givo good giftB unto your children, 
how much more shall your heavenly 
Father give good gifts, through the 
Holy Spirit, to them who ask him. 

15 And he was casting a devil out 
of a man, and he was dumb. And it 
came to paBS, when the devil was gone 
out, the dumb spake; and the people 
wondered. 

10 But some of them said. He cast- 
eth out devils through Beelzebub, the 
chief of the devilB. 

17 And othors tempting, sought of 
him a sign from heaven. 

18 But ho, knowiug their thoughts, 
said unto thorn, Every kingdom di¬ 
vided against itself is brought to de¬ 
solation ; and a house divided o&nnot 
stand, but falloth. 

19 If Satan also be divided against 
himself, how can his kingdom stand? 
I Bay this, because you say I oast out 
devils through Beelzebub. 

20 And if I, by Beelzebub, oast out 
devils, t'y whom do your sons cast 
out devils? Therefore shall they be 
your judges. 

SI But if I, with the finger of Qod 
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cast out devils, no douht the kingdom 
of (Jod has come upon y<Mi. 

22 When a strong man armed keep- 
eth his palace, his goods are in 
peace; 

23 But when a stronger than he 
shall come upon him, and overcome 
him, he takctu from him all his ar¬ 
mour wherein he trusteth, and divid- 
cth his goods, 

24 U,e that is not with mo, is 
against me; and he who gathereth 
not with me, scattereth. 

25 When the unclean spirit is gone 
out of a man, it walkelh through dry 
placos, seeking rest; and finding none, 
it saith, I will return unto mine house 
whence I oame out. 

26 And when it oometh, it findclh 
the house swept and garnished. 

27 Then goeth the evil spirit, and 
taketh seven other spirits more 
wiekod than himself, and they enter 
in, and dwell there; and the last end 
of that man is worse than the first. 

28 And it came to pass, as he spake 
theso things, a certain woman of the 
company, lifted up her voice, and 
said unto him, Blessed is the womh 
which bare thee, and the paps whhh 
thou hast sucked. 

29 And he said, Yea, and blessed 
are all thoy who hear the word of 
Qod, and keep it. 

30 When the people were gathered 
thick together, he began to say, This 
is an evil generation; they seek a 
sign, and there shall no sign be given 
them, hut the sign of Jonas the pro¬ 
phet. 

31 For as Jonas was a sign to the 
Nincvitos, so also shall the Son of 
Man he to this generation. 

32 The queen of tho south shall rise 
up in the day of judgment with the 
men of this generation, and condemn 
them; for she came from tho utmost 
parts of the earth, to hear the wisdom 
of Solomon; and, bohold, a greater 
than Solomon is here. 

33 The men of Nineveh shall rise 
up in the day of judgment with this 
generation; and shall condemn it; 
for they repented at tho preaching of 
Jonas; and, behold, a greater than 
Jonas is here. 

34 No man when he bath lighted a 
candle, putteth it in a secret plaoe, 
neither under a bushel, but on a 
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e&ndleBtick, that they who oome in 
may boo the light. 

35 The light of the hody is the eye; 
therefore when thine eye is single, thy 
whole body alBO ia full of light; but 
when thine eye is evil, thy body also 
is full of darkness. 

36 Take heed therefore, that the 
light which ia in thee bo not dark¬ 
ness. 

37 If thy whole body therefore is 
full of light, having no part dark, the 
whole shall be full of light, as when 
the bright shining of a candle light¬ 
ened a room, doth give the light in 
all the room. 

36 And as he spake, a certain Phari¬ 
see besought him to dino with him; 
and he went in, and eat down to 
meat. 

39 And when the Pharisee saw him, 
he marvelled that he had not first 
washed bofore dinner. 

40 And the Lord said unto him; 
Now do you Pharisees mako clean 
the outside of tho cup and the plat¬ 
ter; but your inward part9 are full of 
ravening and wickedness. 

41 0 fools, did not he who made 
that which is without, make that 
which is within also ? 

42 But if ye would rather give alms 
of such things as ye have; and ob¬ 
serve to do all things which I have 
commanded you, then would your in¬ 
ward parts be clean also. 

43 But I say unto you, Woe bo unto 
you, Pharisees! For ye tithe mint, 
and rue, and all manner of herbs, and 
pass over judgment, and the love of 
God; these ought yo to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone. 

44 Woe unto you, Pharisees ! for you 
love the uppormost seats in the syna¬ 
gogue, and greetings in the markets. 

45 Woe unto you, scribes and Pha¬ 
risees, hypocrites! For yo are as 
graves which appear not, and the 
men who walk over are not awaro of 
them. 

46 Then answered one of the law¬ 
yers, and said unto him, Master, thus 
faying, thou rep roaches t us also. 

47 And he said, Woe unto you, law¬ 
yers, also ! For ye lade men with 
burdens grievous to be home, and ye 
yoarselvos touch not the burdons with 
one of your fingers. 

46 Woe unto you! For you build 


the sepulchres of the prophets, and 
your fathers killed them. 

49 Truly ye bear wUdcss that 
allow tho deeds of your father? ; for 
they indeed killed them, and ye build 
their sepulchres. 

50 Therefore also said the wisdom of 
God, I will send them prophets, and 
apostles, and some of them they shall 
slay and persecute ; 

51 That the blood of all the pro¬ 
phets, which was shed from the foun 
dation of the world, may bo required 
of this generation ; from the blood 
of Abel onto the blood of Zacharia*, 
who perished between the altar and 
the temple. 

52 Verily I say unto you, It shall bt 
required of this generation. 

53 Woe unto you, lawyers ! For you 
hare taken away the key of know¬ 
ledge, the fulness of the scriptures; ye 
enter not in yourselves into the king¬ 
dom ; and those who were entering 
in, ye hindered. 

54 And as ho said these things unto 
them, the scribes and Pharisees be¬ 
gan to be angry, and to urge vehe¬ 
mently, endeavouring to provoke him 
to speak of many things ; 

55 Laying wait for him, and seek 
ing to catch something out of hia 
mouth, that they might accuse him. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Sundry instructions to the disciples —.Viri 
against the Holy Qhost—The foolish rich 
man — Christ's different appearings — The 
faithful servant. 

N tho mean time, when there whj 
gathered together an innumcrablo 
multitude of people, insomuch that 
they trodo one upon another, he be¬ 
gan to say unto nis disciples first of 
all, Beware ye of Ihe leaven of Ihe 
Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. 

2 For there is nothing covered which 
shall not be revealed; neither hid 
which shall not bo known. 

3 Therefore, whatsoever ye have 
spoken in darkness, shall he heard in 
the light; and that whioh ye have 
spoken in the ear in closets, shall l>e 
proclaimed upon the house-tops. 

4 And I say unto you my friends, 
Be not afraid of them who kill the 
body, and after that have no more 
that they oan do ; 

5 But I will forewarn you whom ye 
shall fear; fear him, who after he 
hath killed, hath power to cast inti* 
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hull ; yea, I aay unto you, Fear him. 

8 Aro not five sparrows Bold for two 
farthings, and not one of them is 
forgot ion bcforo God ? 

7 But even the very hairB of your 
bead are all numbered. Fear not 
thereforo ; yo are of more value than 
many epnrrows. 

8 A1 bo I gay unto you, Whosoever 
shall confess me before men, him 
shall the Son of Man also confess be¬ 
fore the angols of God. 

9 But ho who denioth mo hofore 
men, shall be denied boforo the an¬ 
gels of God. 

10 Now his disciplos knew that he 
said this, because they had spokon 
evil against him boforo the people; 
for they wero afraid to oonfees him 
bcforo men. 

11 And they reasoned among them¬ 
selves, saying, He knowolh our hearts, 
and he speaketh to our condemnation, 
and we shall not bo forgiven. But 
he answered them, nud said unto them, 

12 Whosoover shall speak a word 
against the Son of Man, and repont- 
eth, it shall be forgiven him ; but unto 
him who hlasphcmctb against the 
Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven 
him. 

13 And again I qay unto you, They 
shall bring you unto the synagogues, 
and beforo magistrates, and powers. 
When they do this, tako ye no thought 
how, or what things ye shall answer, 
or what yo shall say ; 

14 For the Holy Ghost shall teaob 
you in tho same hour what ye ought 
to say. 

15 And one of the company said 
unto him, Master, speak to my bro¬ 
ther, that ho divido the inheritance 
with mo. 

10 And he said unto him, Mad, who 
made mo a judge, or a divider over 
you ? 

17 And ho said unto them, Take 
heed, and bowaro of oovetousness; 
for a man’s lifo consistotb not in the 
abundance of the things which he 
posflcsBulh. 

18 And ho spake a parable unto 
them, saying, Tug ground of a certain 
rioh man brought forth plentifully; 

19 Ami bo thought within himself, 
•eying, What shall I do, because I 
have no room where to boelow my 
flruitfl ? 
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20 And he said, This will I do; I 
will pull down my bams and build 
greater; and thore will I bestow all 
my fruits, and my goods. 

21 And I will say to my soul, Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for 
many years; take thine easo, eat, 
drink, and bo merry. 

22 But God said unto him, Thou 
fool! This night thy aoul shall be 
required of thee; then whose shall 
those things he which thou hast pro¬ 
vided ? 

23 So shall it be with him who lay- 
eth up treasuro for himself, and is 
not rich toward God. 

24 And he Baid unto his disoiplcs, 
Therefore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat; noither for the body, what ye 
shall put on. 

25 For the life is more than meat, 
and tho hody than raiment. 

20 Consider the ravens; for they 
neither sow nor reap; which noither 
have storehouse nor barn ; neverthe¬ 
less God feedelh them. Are ye not 
bettor than the fowls? 

27 And who of you by taking 
thought, can add to his stature one 
cubit ? 

28 If ye then be not able to do that 
which is least, why take ye thought 
for the rest ? 

29 Consider the lilies, how they 
grow; they toil not, they spin not ; 
and yet I say unto you, that Solomon 
in all his glory was not arrayed like 
one of these. 

30 If then God so elothe the grass, 
which is to-day in the field, and to¬ 
morrow is cast in the oven; how 
muoh more will he provide for you, 
if ye are not of little faith? 

31 Thereforo, seek not what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink, neither 
he ye of doubtful mind; 

32 For all those things do the na¬ 
tions of the world seek after; and 
your Father who is in heaven, know- 
etb that yo have neod of these things. 

33 And ye arc sent onto them to be 
tbeir ministers, and the labourer is 
worthy of bis hire; for the law saith, 
That a man shall not muzzle the ox 
that trcadolh out the corn. 

34 Therefore seek ye to bring forth 
the kingdom of God, and all these 
things shall he addod unto you 
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36 Fear not, little flock; for it is 
your Father’s good pleasure to give 
you the kingdom. 

36 This he spake unto his disciples, 
saying, Sell that ye have and give 
alms; pcovide not for yourselves 
bags which wax old, but rather pro¬ 
vide a treasure in the heavens, that 
faileth not; where no thief ap- 
proacheth, neither moth corrupteth. 

37 For where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

38 Let your loins bo girded about, 
and havo your lights burning ; 

39 That ye yourselves may be like 
onto men who wait for their Lord, 
when he will return from the wedding; 
that, when he comcth and knocketh, 
they may open unto him immediately. 

40 Verily I say unto you, Blessed 
are those servants, whom the Lord 
wheD he cometh shall find watching; 
for he shall gird himself, and make 
them sit down to meat, and will come 
forth and serve them. 

41 For, hehold, he cometh in the 
first watch of the night, and he shall 
also come in the second watch, and 
again he shall come in the third 
watch. 

42 And verily I say unto you, He 
hath already come, as it is written of 
him; and again when he Bhall come 
in the second watcb, or come in the 
third watch, blessed are those ser¬ 
vants when ho cometh, that he shall 
find so doing; 

43 For the Lord of those servants 
shall gird himself, and make them to 
sit down to meat, and will come forth 
and serve them. 

44 And now, verily Isay these things 
unto you, that ye may know this, that 
the coming of the Lord is as a thief 
in the night. 

45 And it is liko unto a man who is 
an householder, who, if he watchoth 
not his goods, the thief cometh in an 
hour of which he is not aware, and 
taketh his goods, and divideth them 
among his fellows. 

46 And they said among themselves, 
If the good man of the house had 
known what hour the thief would 
oomo, he would have watched, and not 
have suffered his house to be broken 
through, and the loss ofhiB goods. 

47 And he said uuto them, Verily I 
say unto you, be ye therefore ready 


also; for the Son of Man cometh at 
an hour when ye think not. 

48 Then Peter said unto him, Lord, 
speaketh thou this parable unto us, or 
unto all ? 

49 And the Lord said, I speak unto 
those whom the Lord shall make 
rulers over hie household, to give hii 
children their portion of meat in due 
season. 

50 And they B&id, Who thou is that 
faithful and wise servant? 

51 And the Lord Baid unto them, It 
is that servant who watcheth, to im¬ 
part his portion of meat in due season. 

52 Blessed be that servant whom lii» 
Lord shall find, when he comcth, 9o 
doing. 

53 Of a truth I say nnto you, that 
he will make him ruler over all that 
he hath. 

54 But the evil servant is he who i? 
not found watching. And if that ser¬ 
vant is not found watching, he will 
say in his heart, My Lord delayeth 
his coming; and shall begin to beat 
the men-servants, and the maidens, 
and to eat, and drink, and to lx* 
drunken. 

55 The Lord of that servant will 
some in a day ho looketh not for, and 
at an hour when he is not aware, and 

a 

will cut him down, and will appoint 
him his portion with the unbeliever.'. 

56 And that servant who knew hi* 
Lord’s will, and prepared not for hi? 
Lord's coming, neither did according 
to his will, shall be beaten with many 
stripes. 

57 But he who knew not his Lord’s 
will, and did commit things worthy of 
stripes, shall be beaten with few. 
For unto whomsoever much is given, 
of him shall much be required; and to 
whom the Lord has committed much, 
of him will men ask the more. 

58 For they are not well pleased 
with the Lord's doings; therefore 1 
am oome to send fire on tho earth; 
and what is it to you, if I will that it 
bo already kindled? 

59 But I havo a baptism to be bap¬ 
tized with; and how am I straight¬ 
ened until it be accomplished ! 

60 Suppose yo that I am oome to 
give pcaco on oarth ? I tell you, nay; 
but rather divisions. 

61 For from hencoforth there shall 
be five in one house, divided, three 
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against two, and two againBt three. 

62 The father Bhall be divided 
against the Bon, and the son against 
the father; the mother against the 
daughter, and the daughter against 
thomother; themothor-in-Iawagainst 
hor daughter-in-law, and the daugh¬ 
ter-in-law against hor mother-in-law. 

63 And he said also unto tho people, 
When you sec a cloud rise out of tho 
west, ye say straightway, There com- 
eth a shower; and so it is. 

64 And when the south wind blow6, 
ye say, There will be heat; and it 
comcth to paBS. 

65 0 hypocrites ! Ye can discern the 
face of the sky, and of the earth; 
but how is it that you do not dieoern 
this time ? 

66 Yea, and why even of yourselves 
judge ye no. what is right? 

67 Why gocst thou to thino adver¬ 
sary for a magistrate, when thou art 
in tho way with thine enemy ? Why 
not givo diligcuoo that thou mayest 
be delivered from him, lest he halo 
thee to Lbo judge, nod tho judge de¬ 
liver thee to the officer, and tho officer 
oast thee into prison? 

68 I tell thee, thou shalt not depart 
thence, till thou hast paid tho very 
last mite. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Parable of the Jig tree — Woman cured of tn- 

JLrmity—Kingdom of God like a grain of 

mustard, and leaven—Christ werpeth over 

Jerusalem. 

ND there were prcBont at that 
time, Bomo who bj ake unto him 
of the Galileans, whose blood Pilate 
had mingled with their sacrifices. 

2 And Jesus said unto them, Sup¬ 
pose ye that these Galileans were sin¬ 
ners above all the Galileans, because 
they suffered such things ? 

3 I tell you, nay; but except yon 
repont, you shall atl likewise perish. 

4 Or those eighteen, on whom the 
tower in 6iloam fell, and slew them; 
think ye that they wero sinners above 
all men who dwelt in Jerusalem? 

6 I loll you, nay; but exoept ye re¬ 
pent, you shall all likewise perish. 

6 lie snake also this parable, A cer¬ 
tain husbandman had a fig tree plant¬ 
ed in bis vineyard. Ho same and 
sought fruit thereon and found none. 

7 Tbon said be unto tbe dresser of 
his vinoyard, Bohold, tbcBe tbroo 
years I oorno socking fruit on this 
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tree, and find none. Cut it down , 
why cumbereth it tho ground ? 

8 And he, answering, said unto him, 
Lord, let it alone this year also, till 
I shall dig about and dung it. 

9 And if it bear fruit, the tree in 
savod; and if not, after that thou 
shalt out it down. And many other 
parahlca epake he unto the people. 

10 And aftor this, as he was teach¬ 
ing in one of the synagogues on the 
Babbath; 

11 Behold, there was n woman who 
had a spirit of infirmity eighteen 
years, and was hound together, and 
could in no wise straighten up. 

12 And when Jesus Baw ner, he 
called and said unto her, Woman, 
thou art loosed from thine infirmities. 

13 And he laid hands on her; and 
immediately she was made straight, 
and glorified God. 

14 And tho ruler of the synagogue 
was filled with indignation, hecause 
that Jesus had healed on the Sabbath 
day, and Baid unto the people, There 
are six days in which men ought to 
work ; in them therefore come and 
he healed, and not on the Sahbath 
day. 

15 The Lord then said unto him, 0 
hypocrite ! Doth not each one of you 
on the Sabbath, loose an ox or an ass 
from the Btall, and load him Away to 
watering ? 

16 And ought not this woman, being 
a daughter of Abraham, whom Satan 
hath bound, lo, these eighteen years, 
be loosed from this bond on the Sab¬ 
bath day ? 

17 And when he had SAid these 
things, all his adversaries were 
ashamed; and all his disciples re¬ 
joiced for all the glorious things 
which were done by him. 

18 Then said he, Unto what is the 
kingdom of God like ? and whcreuuto 
shall I resemble it? 

19 It is like a grain of mustard, 
whioh a man took, and oast into his 
garden; and it grew, and waxed a 
groat treo; and the fowls of the air 
lodged in the branches of it. 

20 And again he said, Whereunto 
shall I likon the kingdom of God? 

21 It is like leaven, which a woman 
took and bid in three measures of 
meal, till the whole was leavened. 

22 And be went through the cities 
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and villages, teaching, and journeying 
towards Jerusalem. 

23 And there said one nnto him, 

Lord, are there few only that be 
saved? and he answered him, and 
said, *■ 

24 Strive to enter in at the straight 
gate; for I say unto you, Many shall 
seek to enter in, and shall not be 
able; for the Lord shall not always 
9trive with man. 

25 Therefore, when once tho Lord 
of the kingdom is risen up, and hath 
shut tho door of the kingdom, then ye 
shall stand without, and'-knock at the 
door, saying, Lord, Lord, open unto 
us. But the Lord shall answer and 
say unto you, I will not receive you, 
for ye know not from whence ye are. 

26 Then shall ye begin to say. We 
have eaten and drank in thy pre¬ 
sence, and thon hast taught in our 
streets. 

27 But ho shall say, I tell you, ye 
know not from whence ye are; do- 
part from me, all workers of in¬ 
iquity. 

28 There shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth among you, when 
ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, and 
Jacob, and all tho prophets, in the 
kingdom of God, and you are thrust 
out. 

29 And verily I say unto you. They 
shall come from the east, and the 
west; and from the north, and the 
south, and shall sit down in the king¬ 
dom of God; 

30 And, behold, there are last which 
shall be first, and there aro first which 
shall be last, and shall be saved there¬ 
in. 

31 And as he was thus teaching, 
there came to him certain of tho 
Pharisees, saying unto him, Get thee 
out, and depart henco ; for Herod will 
kill thee. 

32 And he said unto them, Go ye 
and tell Herod, Behold, I oast out 
devils, and do cures to-day and to¬ 
morrow, and the third day I Bhall bo 
perfected. 

33 Nevertheless, I must walk to¬ 
day, and to-morrow, and tho third 
day ; for it OAnnot be that a prophet 
perish out of Jerusalem. 

34 This he spake, signifying of his 
death. And in this very hoar ho be¬ 
gan to weep over Jerusalem, 


35 Saying, 0 Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou who killest the prophets, and 
atonest thorn who are sent nnto thee ; 
how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, as a hen her brood 
onder her wings, and ye would not. 

36 Behold, your house is left unto 
you desolate. And verily I say unto 
you, Ye shall not know me, until ye 
havo received from the band of the 
Lord a just recompense for all your 
sins; until tho time come when ye 
shall say, Blessod is he who cometh 
in the name of the Lord. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Jesus healeth the dropsy on the Sabbalh— 
Parable of the i Heading—Parable of the 
grenl supper—Men are lo forsake all for 
Christ. 

A ND it came to pass, as he went 
into the house of one of the 
chief Pharisees to eat bread on the 
Sabbath day, that they watched him. 

2 And, behold, there was a certain 
man beforo him, who had the dropsy. 

3 And Jesus spake nnto the layers, 
and Pharisees, saying, Is it lawful to 
heal on the Sabbath day ? 

4 And they held their peace. And 
he took the man, and healed him, and 
let him go ; 

5 And spake unto them again, say¬ 
ing, Which of you shall have an ox 
or an ass fallen into a pit, and will 
not straightway pull him out od the 
Sabbath day ? 

6 And they could not answer him to 
these things. 

7 And he put forth a parable unto 
thorn concerning those who were bid- 
don to a wedding; for he know how 
they chose out the chief rooms, and 
exalted themselves one above another; 
wherefore he spake unto them, say¬ 
ing; 

8 When thou art bidden of any man 
to a wedding, sit not down in the 
highest room, lest a more honourable 
man than thou be bidden of him; 

9 And he who bade thee, with him 
who is more honourable, come, and 
say to thee; Give this man place; 
and thou begin with shame to take 
the lowest room. 

10 But whon thou art bidden, go 
and sit down in the lowest room; 
that when he who bade thoe, oometh, 
ho may say unto thee. Friend, go up 
higher; then shalt thou have honoui 
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of God, in the preienoe ef them who 
sit at meat with thee. 

11 For whosoever exalteth himself 
shall be abased; and ho who hum- 
bleth himself shall be oxalted. 

12 Then said he also concerning 
him who bade to the wodding, When 
thou makost a dinner, or a supper, 
call not thy friends, nor thy brethren, 
neither thy kinsmen, nor rich neigh¬ 
bours ; lost they also bid thee again, 
and a recompense bo made thee. 

13 fiuL when thou makost a feast, 
call tho poor, the maimed, the lamo, 
the blind, 

U And thou shalt be blessed; for 
they cannot recompense thco; for 
thou shalt be recompensed at tho ro- 
surroction of the just. 

15 And when one of thorn who sat at 
meat with him, hoard these things, he 
said unto him, Blessed is he who shall 
eat bread in the kingdom of God. 

16 Then said he unto him, A cer¬ 
tain man made a great supper and 
bade many; 

17 And sent his servants at supper 
time, to say to thorn who were bid- 
don, Come, for all things are now 
ready. 

18 And they all, with ono consent, 
began to make oxcubo. The first 
said unto him, I have bought a pieoe 
of ground, and I must needs go And 
boo it; I pray thee have mo excused. 

Id And anothor said, I have bought 
five yoke of oxen, and I go to prove 
thorn ; I pray thco have me excusod. 

20 Aod anothor said, I have mar¬ 
ried a wife, therefore I cannot come. 

21 So that sorvant came aud showed 
his lord these things. Then the mas¬ 
ter of Lho house, being angry, said to 
his servants, Go out quickly into tho 
streets and lanes of tho oity, and 
bring hither the poor, and tho 
maimed, tho halt and tho blind. 

22 And tho servant said, Lord, it is 
done as thou hast commanded, and 
yet there is room. 

23 The Lord said unto his servant. 
Go out into the highway, and hedgos, 
and oompol men to como in, that my 
house may bo fillod ; 

24 For I say unto you. That nono 
of those won who wore biddon, shall 
taste of my supper. 

25 Aud when he had finished these 
sayings, he deparlod thonoe, and 


thore went great multitudes with 
him, and he turned and said unto 
them, 

26 If any man oowe to mo, and 
hato not his father, and mother, and 
wife, and children, and brethren, and 
sisters, or husband, yea and their 
own life also; or in other words, is 
afraid to lay down their lifo for my 
sake, oannot bo my disciple. 

27 And whosoovor doth not bear his 
cross, and come after me, cannot bo 
my disciple. 

28 Wherefore, settle this in your 
hearts, that ye will do tho things 
which I shall teach, and command 
you. 

29 For which of you intending to 
build a tower, aitteth not down first, 
and counteth tho cost, whether he 
have money to finish his work ? 

30 Lest, unhappily, after he has 
laid the foundation and 19 not able to 
finish his work, all who behold, begin 
to mock him, 

31 Saying, This man began to build, 
and was not able to finish. And this 
he said, signifying thero should not 
any man follow him, unless he was 
able to continue; saying, 

32 Or what king, going to make 
war against anotber king, siltoth not 
down first, and consulteth whether 
ho be able with ten thousand, to moot 
him who oorneth against him with 
twonty thousand. 

33 Or elso, while tho other is yot a 
great way off, he aendoth an embas¬ 
sage), and desireth conditions of peace. 

34 So likowise, whosoever of you 
forsaketh not all that ho hath he 
cannot be my disciple. 

35 Then certain of them c;nno to 
him, saying, Good Master, we have 
Mosos and the prophets, and whoso¬ 
ever shall live by them, shall ho not 
have life ? 

36 And Jesus answered, saying, Ye 
kuow not Moses, noilher the prophets; 
for if yo had known them, yo would 
have believod on aie; for to this in¬ 
tent thoy woro written. For I am 
sent that ye might have life. There¬ 
fore I will likon it unto salt which is 
good; 

37 But if the salt has lost its sa¬ 
vour, wherewith shall it be soasonodf 

36 It is neithor fit for the land, nor 
yot for the dung hill; men oast it 
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out. He who hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. These things he said, 
signifying; that which was written, 
verily must all be fulfilled. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Fbrablc of tht loti sheep, and also the tm 
pieces of silver—Parable of the prodigal 
son. 

rpnEN drew Dear unto him, many 
of the publicans, and sinners, to 
hear him. 

2 And the Pharisees and scribes 
murmured, saying, This man receivelh 
sinners and cateth with them. 

3 And he spake this parable unto 
them, saying; 

4 What man of you haring a hun¬ 
dred sheep, if he lose one of them, 
doth not leave the ninety and nine, 
and go into the wilderness after that 
which i6 lost, until he find it? 

5 And when he hath found it, he 
layeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. 

6 And when he cometh home, he 
oalleth together his friends and neigh¬ 
bours, and saith unto them, Rejoice 
with me; for I havo found my sheep 
which was lost. 

7 I say unto you, that likewise joy 
shall be in heaven over one sinner 
that repenteth, moro than over ninety 
and nine just persons, who need no 
repentanoe. 

8 Either, what woman having ten 
ieces of silver, if she lose one piece, 
oth not light a candle, and sweep 

the house, and seek diligently till she 
find it? 

9 And when she hath found it, she 
oalleth her friends and neighbours 
together, saying. Rejoice with me; 
for I have found the piece which I 
had lost. 

10 Likewise I say unto you, there 
is joy in the presenoe of the angels 
of God over one sinnor who repent¬ 
eth. 

11 And he said, A oertain man had 
two sons; 

12 And the younger of them said 
to his father, Father, givo me the 
portion of goods whioh fallcth to mo. 
And be divided unto them his living. 

13 And not many days aflor, the 
younger son gathered all together, 
and took his journey into a far coun¬ 
try, and there wasted his substance 
with riotous living. 

14 And when he had Bpent all, thore 


arose a mighty famine in that land 
and he began to be in want. 

15 And he went and joined himself 
to a citizen of that country ; and be 
sent him into his fields to feed swine. 

16 And he would fain have filled 
his belly with the husks which the 
swine did eat; and no man gave unto 
him. 

17 And when he came to himself he 
said, How many hired servants of ;nj 
father’s have bread enough and lo 
spare, and I perish with hunger! 

18 I will arise and go to my father, 
and will say unto him, Father, I have 
Binned againBt heaven, and before 
theo; 

19 And am no more worthy to be 
called thy son; make me as one of 
thy hired servants. 

20 And he arose and came to bis 
father. But when he was yet a grcai 
way off, his father saw him, and had 
compassion, and ran, and fell on bia 
neck, and kissed him. 

21 And the son said unto him, Fa¬ 
ther, I have sinned against heaven, 
and in thy sight, and am no more 
worthy to be called thy son. 

22 But the father said unto the 
servants, Bring forth the best robe, 
and put it on him; and pul a ring on 
his finger, and shoes on his feet; 

23 And bring hither the fatted call, 
and kill it; and let us eat and be 
merry ; 

24 For this my son was dead, and 
is alive again; he wa9 lost, and is 
found. And they began to be merry. 

25 Now his elder son was in the 
field; and as he came, and drew nigh 
to the house, he heard music and 
dancing. 

26 And he oalled one of the ser¬ 
vants, and asked what these thingi 
meant ? 

27 And he said unto him, Thy bro¬ 
ther is come; and thy father hath 
killed the fatted oalf, because he re¬ 
ceived him safe and Bound. 

26 And he was angry, and would 
not go in ; therefore came his father 
out and entreated him. 

29 And he answering, said to hifl 
father, Lo, these many years do I 
serve thee, neither transgressed I at 
any time thy oommandment; and 
thou never gavest me a kid, that ( 
might make merry with m> fiends; 
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SO But as soon as this thy son was 
Dome, who hath devoured thy living 
with harlots, thou hast killed for him 
the fatted calf. 

31 And be said unto him, Son, thou 
art ever with me; and all that I have 
iB thino. 

32 It was meet that we ehould make 
merry, and be glad; for this thy bro¬ 
ther was dead, and is alive again; 
was lost, and is found. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Parable of the wire steward—Omccming 

putting away — History qf Vie rich man 

and Lazarus. 

ND he said also unto his dieoiples, 
There was a certain rich man 
who had a steward; and the same 
was accused unto him, that he had 
wasted his goods. 

2 And ho called him, aDd said unto 
him, IIow is it that I hear this of 
thee? Give an account of thy stew¬ 
ardship ; for thou mayest be ro longer 
steward. 

3 Then the steward said within him¬ 
self, What shall I do? For my lord 
taketh away from me the steward¬ 
ship. I cannot dig; to beg I am 
ashamed. 

4 I am resolved what to do, that, 
when I am put out of the steward¬ 
ship, thoy may reoeive me into thoir 
houses. 

5 So he oalled every one of hiB 
lord’s dobtors, and said unto the 
first, How much owest thou unto my 
lord ? 

6 And he said, A hundred measures 
of oil. And he said unto him, Take 
thy bill, and sit down quickly, and 
write fifty. 

7 Then said he to another, And how 
muoh owest thou? And he said, A 
hundred measures of whoat. And be 
said unto him, Take thy bill, and 
write foursoore. 

8 And the lord oommended the un¬ 
just. steward, beoauso he had done 
w ieely ; for the ahildren of this world 
aro wiser in their generation, than 
the children of light. 

9 And I say onto you. Make to 
yourselves friends, of the mammon 
of unrighteousness; that when ye 
fail, they may receive you into ovor- 
Ia?ting habitations. 

10 lie who is faithful in that which 
is loiiPt, in faithful also in muoh; and 
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he who is unjust in the least, is also 
unjust in much. 

11 If therefore ye have not been 
faithful in the unrighteous mammon, 
who will commit to your trust the 
true riches ? 

12 And if ye have not been faithful 
in that which is another man’s, who 
shall give unto you that which ts 
your own ? 

13 No servant can serve two mas¬ 
ters; for either he will bato the ono, 
and love the other; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise the 
other. Ye cannot servo God and 
mammon. 

14 And the Pharisees also who were 
covetous, heard all these things; and 
they derided him. 

15 And he said unto them, Ye are 
they who justify yourselves before 
men ; but God knoweth your hearts; 
for that which is highly esteemed 
among men, is an abomination in the 
sight of God. 

16 And tboy said unto him, We 
have the law, and the prophets ; but 
rb for this man we will not receive 
him to be our rulor; for he makoLh 
himself to be a judge over us. 

17 Then said Jesus unto them, The 
law and the prophets testify of me; 
yea, and all the prophets who have 
written, even onto John, have fore¬ 
told of these days. 

18 Since that time, the kingdom of 
God is preaohed, and every man who 
seeketh truth presseth into it, 

19 It is easier for heaven and earth 
to pass, than for one tittle of the law 
to fail. 

20 And why teaoh ye the law, and 
deny that wbioh is written; and oon- 
demn him whom the Father hath 
sent to fulfil the law, that you might 
all be redeomed ? 

21 0 fools! for you have said in 
your hearts, There is no God. And 
you pervert the right way; and the 
kingdom of heAven suffereth violenoe 
of you; and you persecute the meek; 
and in your violonoo you seek to de¬ 
stroy the kingdom; and ye take the 
children of the kingdom by force. 
Woe unto you, ye adulterers ! 

22 And they reviled him again, )>e- 
ing angry for the saying, that they 
were adultorors. 

23 But be continued, saying, Who- 
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soever putteth away his wife, and 
marrieth another, committeth adul¬ 
tery ; and whosoever marrieth her 
who is put away from her husband, 
committeth adultery. Verily I say 
unto you, I will liken you unto the 
rich man. 

24 For there was a certain rich man, 
who was clothed in purplo, and fine 
linen, amf fared sumptuously every 
day. 

25 And there was a certain beggar 
named Lazarus, who was laid at his 
gate, full of sores, 

26 And desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich man's 
table; moreover the dogs came and 
lioked his sores. 

27 And it came to pass, that the 
beggar died, and was carried of the 
angelB into Abraham's bosom. The 
rioh man also died, and was buried. 

28 And in hell he lifted np his 
eyes, being in torments, and saw 
Abraham afar ofT, and Lazarus in his 
bosom. 

29 And he cried, and said, Father 
Abraham, have mercy on mo, and 
send Lazarus that he may dip the tip 
of his finger in water, and cool my 
tongue; fori am tormented in this 
flame. 

30 But Abraham said, Son, remem¬ 
ber that thou in thy lifetime receiv- 
edst thy good things, and likewise 
LazaruB, evil things; but now he is 
comforted, and thou art tormented. 

31 And beside all this, between us 
and yon, there is a great gulf fixed; 
so that they who would pass from 
hence to you, cannot; neither can 
they pass to us that would come from 
thence. 

32 Then he said, I pray thee there¬ 
fore, father, that thou wouldest send 
him to my father’s house, 

33 For I have five brethren, that he 
may testify unto them, lost they also 
come into this place of torment. 

34 Abraham said unto him, They 
hove Moses and the prophots; let 
them hear them. 

36 And he said, Nay, father Abra¬ 
ham ; but if one went unto tbom from 
the dead, they will repent. 

36 And he said unto him, If they 
hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, though 
one should rise from the doad. 


CHAPTER XVIL 

Woe for offmees—The ten lerprrt—The eon* 

ing of Christ as a thief in the night—Tht 

gathering of the saints. 

HEN said he unto the disciples, 
It is impossible but that offences 
will come; but woe to him through 
whom they come. 

2 It were better for him that a mill¬ 
stone were hanged about his neck, 
and bo cast id to the sea, than that he 
should offend one of these liLtle ones. 

3 Take heed to yourselves. If your 
brother trespass against you, rebuke 
him; and if he repent, forgive him. 

4 And if he trespass against you 
seven times in a day, and seven times 
in a day turn to you again, saying, I 
repent; you shall forgive him. 

5 And the apostles said unto him, 
Lord, increase our faith. 

6 And the Lord said, If you had 
faith as a grain of mustard seed, you 
might Bay unto this sycamore tree, Be 
thou plucked np by the roots, and be 
thou planted in the sea; and it should 
obey you. 

7 -But who of you, having a servant 
ploughing, or feeding cattle, will say 
unto him when he is come from the 
field, Go and sit down to meal? 

8 Will he not ralher say onto him, 
Make ready wherewith I may sup, 
and gird yourself and serve me till I 
have eaten and drunken; aDd after¬ 
ward, by and by, you shall eat and 
drink ? 

9 Doth he thank that servant be¬ 
cause he doeth the things which were 
commanded him ? I say unto you, 
Nay. 

10 So likewise ye, when ye shall 
have done all those things which are 
commanded you, say, We are unpro¬ 
fitable servants. We have done that 
which was no more than our duty to do. 

11 It came to pass, as he went to 
Jerusalem, that he passed through 
the midst of Galilee and Samaria. 

12 And as he entered into a certain 
village, there met him ten men who 
wore lepers, who stood afar off; 

13 And they lifted ap their voices, 
and said, Jesus, Master, have mercy 
on us. 

14 And he said unto them, Go show 
yourselves unto the priests. And it 
came to pass, as they went, they wotp 
cleansed. 
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15 Ono of them, when he saw he was 
healed, turnod back, and with a loud 
voice glorified God, 

1G And fell down on hie face at Je¬ 
ms’ feel, giving him thanks; and ho 
was a Samaritan. 

17 And Jesus answering, said, Were 
thorc not ten cleansed 7 But where 
are the nine ? 

18 There are not found that re¬ 
turned to give glory to God, save 
this stranger. 

19 And ho Bnid unto him, Arise, go 
thy way; thy faith bath made theo 
whole. 

20 And when ho was demanded of 
the Pharisees, when the kingdom of 
God should come, he answered them, 
and said, The kingdom of God coinoth 
not wilh observation; 

21 Neither shall thoy say, Lo, hero ! 
or, Lo, there ! For, behold, Iho king¬ 
dom of God has already come unto you. 

22 And he said unto his disciples, 
The days will come, when thoy will 
desire to seo one of tho days of the 
Son of Man, and thoy shall not see it. 

23 And if they shall say to you. See 
hero! or, See there! Go not after 
them, nor follow them. 

24 For as the light of tho morning, 
that shineth out of the one part under 
hoaven, and lighlenoth to the other 

art undor heaven ; so shall also the 

on of Man bo in his day. 

25 But first he must sufl'or many 
thingB, and be rejeoted of this gene¬ 
ration. 

20 And as it was in the days of Noe; 
so shall it be also in the days of tho 
Son of Man. 

27 They did eat, they drank, thoy 
married wives, they were given in 
marriage, until the day that Noe en¬ 
tered into tbe ark, and the flood came, 
and dcstroyod them all. 

28 Likewise also as it was in the 
days of Lot; they did eat, they drank, 
they bought, they sold, they planted, 
they builded; 

29 But the same day that Lot went 
out of Sodom, it rained fire and brim¬ 
stone from heaven, and destroyed 
them all. 

HO Even thus shall it be in the day 
when the Son of Man is revealed. 

31 In that day, the disciple who 
shall be on the housetop, and ois stuff 
in the house, let him not oome down 


to take it away; and he who is in Iho 
field, lot him likowise not return back. 

32 Remember Lot's wife. 

33 Whosoever shall sock to save his 
life, shall lose it; and whosoever shall 
lose his life, shall preserve it. 

34 I tell you, in that night there 
shall bo two in one bed ; the one shall 
be taken, and the other left. Two 
shall be grinding together; the one 
shall be taken, ADd the other left. 

35 Two shall be in the field; the 
one shall be taken, and the other left. 

30 And they answered and said unto 
him, Where, Lord, shall they be taken. 

37 And ho said unto them, Where¬ 
soever tho body ie gathered; or, in 
other words, whithersoever the saints 
are gathered, thither will the eagles 
be gathered together; or, thither will 
tho remainder bo gathered together. 

38 This he spake, signifying the 
gathering of his saints; and of an¬ 
gels descending and gathering the 
remainder unto them ; tho ono from 
the bod, tbe other from the grinding, 
and the other from the field, whither¬ 
soever he listeth. 

39 For verily there shall he new 
heavens, and a new earth, wherein 
dwelleth righteousness. 

40 And there shall bo no unclean 
thing; for the earth becoming old, 
even as a garment, having waxed in 
corruption, wherefore it vanisbeth 
away, and the footstool remaineth 
sanctified, cleansed from all sin. 

CHAPTER XVIII. 

Unjust judge—Pharisee and Publican—The 

commandments — No security in riches — 

Christ blesses children. 

ND he spake a parable unto 
them, saying, that men onght 
always to pray and not faint. 

2 Saying, There was in a city a 
judge, who feared not God, nor re¬ 
garded man. 

3 And there was a widow in that 
city ; and she came unto him, SAying, 
Avenge me of mine adversary. 

4 And he would not for a while; but 
aftorward, he said within himself, 
Though I fear not God, nor regard 
man; 

5 Yot beoause this widow troubteth 
me, I will avenge hor; l<fot,by her con¬ 
tinual coming she weary me. 

6 And the Lord said, Hear what the 
unjust judge saith.

7 And shall not Qod avenge his own 
elect, who cry day and night unto 
him, Ihough he bear long with men? 

s [ (ell you that he will come, and 
whn ho docs come, he will avenge 
his saints speedily. Nevertheless, 
when the Son of Man comelh, shall 
lie lind faith on the earth? 

it Ho spake this parable unto cer- 
lain men, who trusted in themselves 
that they wero righteous, and despised 
others. 

10 Two men went up into the tem¬ 
ple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and 
(he other a publican. 

11 The Pharisee stood and prayed 
thus with himself; God, I thank thee 
that I am not os other men, extor¬ 
tioners, unjust, adulterers ; or even as 
this publican. 

12 1 fast twice in the week; I give 
tithes of all that I possess. 

13 But the publican, standing afar 
off, would not lift up bo much as his 
eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his 
breast, saying, God, be merciful to 
me a sinner. 

14 I tell you, this man went down 
to his house justified, rather than the 
other; for every one who exalteth 
himsolf, shall be abased; and he who 
humbletb himself, shall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him also, 
infants, that he might touch them ; 
but when his disciples saw it, they 
rebuked them. 

16 But Jesus called them, and said, 
Suffer little children to come unto me, 
and forbid them not; for of such is 
the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily I say unto you, Whoso¬ 
ever will not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, Bhall in no wise 
enter therein. 

16 And a certain ruler asked him, 
saying, Good Master, what shall I do 
to inherit eternal life ? 

19 Josus said unto him, Why 
oallest thou me good ? None is good, 
save one, that is, God. 

20 Thou knowest the oommand- 
meuts; Do not commit adultery. Do 
not kill. Do not steal. Do not bear 
false witness. HonAbr thy father 
and thy mother. 

And he said, All theeo have I 
kept from my youth up. 

22 Now when Jesus heard these 
things, he said unto him, Yet thou 


lackest one thing; Bell all Lhat thou 
hast, and distribute unto the poor, 
and thou Bhalt have treasure io 
heaven, and come, follow me. 

23 And when he heard this, he was 
very sorrowful ; for he was very rich. 

24 And when Jesus saw that he was 
very sorrowful, he said, llow hardly 
shall they who have riches enter into 
the kingdom of God ! 

25 For it is easier for a camel to go 
through a needle’s eye, than for a rich 
man to enter into the kingdom of God. 

26 And they who heard, said unto 
him, Who then can be saved ? 

27 And he said unto them, It is im¬ 
possible for them who trust in riches, 
to enter into the kingdom of God ; 
but he who forsaketh the things which 
are of this world, it is possible with 
God, that he should enter in. 

28 Then Peter said, Lo, we have 
left all, and followed thee. 

29 And he said unto them, Verily I 
say unto you, There is no man wbn 
has left house, or parents, or brethren, 
or wife, or children, for the kingdom 
of -God’s sake, 

30 Who shall not receive manifold 
more in this present time: and in the 
world to come, life everlasting. 

31 Then he took the twelve, and 
said unto them, Behold, we go up to 
Jerusalem, and all things which are 
written by the prophets concerning 
the Son of Man, shall be accomplished. 

32 For he shall be delivered unto 
the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and 
spitefully entreated, and spitted on. 

33 And they shall scourge and put 
him to death ; and the third day he 
shall rise again. 

34 And they understood none of 
these things; and this saying was hid 
from them ; neither remembered they 
the things which were spoken. 

35 And it came to pass, as he waa 
come nigh unto Jerftho, a certain 
blind man sat by the wayside beg¬ 
ging- 

36 And hearing the multitude pais 
by, he asked what it meant. 

37 And they told him that Jesus of 
Nazareth passed by. 

39 And he oried, saying, Jesus, sou 
of David, have meroy on mo. 

39 And they who went before, re¬ 
buked him, telling him that he should 
hold his peace; but he cried so much 
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the more, eaying, Son of David, hare 
mercy on me. 

40 And Jcbub stood, and command¬ 
ed him to bo brought unto him; and 
when ho was come near, he asked 
him, 

41 Saying, What wilt thou that I 
shall do unto thee? and he said, 
Lord, that I may receive my sight. 

42 And Jesue said unto him, Re¬ 
ceive thy Bight; thy faith hath saved 
thee. 

43 And immediately he received his 
light; and he followed him, glorify¬ 
ing God. And all the disciples when 
they saw this. gave praise unto God. 

CHAPTER XTX 

Zacche u»— I’urabU of the tni tenants — 
Christ'* entry into Jerusalem, 

NI) Jesus entered, and passed 
through Jericho. 

2 And behold, there was a man 
named Zacchens, who was chief among 
the publicans ; and ho waa rioh. 

3 And he sought to see Jesus, who 
he was; and could not for the proBS, 
because ho was little of stature. 

4 And he ran before, and climbed 
up into a sycamore tree to bco him; 
for ho was to pass that way. 

5 And when Jesus came to the pluae, 
ho looked up, and Baw him, and said 
unto him, Zaooheus, make haste, and 
come down; for to day I must abide 
at thy houBe. 

6 And he made haste, and came 
down, and reoeived him joyfully. 

7 And when the disoiples saw it, 
they all murmured, saying, That he 
was gone to bo a guest with a man who 
is a sinnor. 

8 And Zacoheus stood, and said 
unto the Lord, Behold, Lord, the 
half of my goods I give to the poor; 
and if I have taken any thing from 
any man by unjust means, I restore 
fourfold. 

0 And Jesus said unto him, This 
day is salvation oome to this house, 
forasmuoh as he also is a son of 
Abraham; 

10 For the Son of Man is como to 
Book and to save that which was lost. 

11 And as they hoard these things, 
ho addod and spake a parable, be- 
oaaeo he was nign to Jerusalom, and 
beoauso the Jows taught that the 
kingdom of God should immediately 
appear. 
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12 lie said therefore, A certain 
nobleman went into a far country to 
recoive for himself a kingdom, and 
to return. 

13 And he called his ten servants, 
and delivered them ten pounds, and 
said unte them, Oocapy till I come. 

14 But his citizens hated him, and 
sent a messenger after him, saying, 
We will not have this man to reign 
over us. 

15 And it came to pass, when he 
was returned, having reoeived the 
kingdom, then he commanded these 
servants to be called unto him, bo 
whom he had given tho money, that 
he might know how much evory man 
had gained by trading. 

16 Then came the first, Baying, 
Lord, thy pound hath gained ten 
pounds. 

17 And he said unto him, Well done, 
thou good servant; because thou hast 
been faithful in a very little, have 
thou authority over ten cities. 

IS And the second came, saying. 
Lord, thy pound hath gained five 
pounds. 

19 And he eaid likewise to him, Be 
thou also over five aities. 

20 And another came, saying, Lord, 
behold thy pound which I have kept 
laid up in a napkin; 

21 For I feared thee, bcoause thon 
art an austere man; thou takest np 
that thou layedst not down, and 
rcapost that thou didst not sow. 

22 And he said unto him, Out of 
thine own mouth will I judge thee, 
0 wicked servant. Thou knewest 
that I was an austere man, taking 
up that I laid not down, and reaping 
that I did not sow. 

23 Wherefore then, gavost not thou 
my money into the bank, that at my 
coming I might have reoeived mine 
own with usury ? 

24 And he said unto them who stood 
by. Take from him the pound, and 
give it to him who hath ten pounds. 

25 For I say unto you, That unto 
every one who ocoupieth, shall be 
givon; and from him who oooupiolh 
not, even that ho hath reoeived shall 
be takon away from him. 

26 But those mine enemies, who 
would not that I should reign over 
them, bring them hither, and slay 
them hefore me. 
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27 And when he had thus epoken, 
he went before, ascending up to Je¬ 
rusalem. 

28 And it came to pas?, when ho 
was como Digh to Betnpage and Be¬ 
thany, at the mount called the mount 
of Olives, ho Bent two of his disci¬ 
ples ; 

29 Saying, Go ye into tho village 
over against yoa, in the which at 
your entering ye shall find a colt tied, 
whereon yet never man sat; loose 
him, and hring him to me. 

30 And if any man ask you, Why 
do ye loose tho colt ? Thus shall ye 
say unto him, Becauso the Lord hath 
need of him. 

31 And they who were sent, went 
their way, and found even as he had 
Baid unto them. 

32 And as they wore loosing the 
oolt, the owners thereof said unto 
them, Why loose ye tho colt? 

33 And they said, The Lord hath 
need of him. 

34 And they brought him to Jesus; 
and they cast therr garments upon 
the coll, and they set Jesus theroon. 

35 And as he went, they spread 
their olothes in tho way. 

36 And when he was como nigh, 
even now at the descent of the mount 
of Olives, the whole multitude of the 
disciples began to rejoice, and praiso 
God with a loud voice, for all the 
mighty works that they had seen ; 

37 Saying, Blessed is tho King 
who oometh in the name of the 
Lord, peaoe in heaven, and glory in 
the highest! 

38 And some of the Pharisoes from 
among the multitude, said unto him, 
Master, rebuke thy disciples. 

39 And he answered And said unto 
them. If these should hold their 
peaoe, the stones would immediately 
cry out. 

40 And when he was come near, he 
beheld the city, and wept over it; 

41 Saying, If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, 
the things whioh belong unto tby 
peaoe I But now they are hid from 
thine eyes. 

42 For the days shall como upon 
thee, that thine enemies shall cast a 
trenoh about Iboe, and oompass tbee 
round, and keep thee in on every 
wde; 


43 And shall lay thee even with 
the ground, and thy children within 
thee, and they shall not Icavr- in 
thee, one stone upon another; he 
cause thou knewest not the time of 
thy visitation. 

44 And he went into the temple, 
and began to cast out them who sold 
therein, and them who bought, 

45 Saying unto them, It ig written, 
My house is a house of prayer; but 
yc have made it a den of thieves 

46 And he taught daily in th* 
tcmplo. But the chief priests, and 
the scribes, and the chief of the peo¬ 
ple sought to destroy him, 

47 And could not find what they 
might do; for all the people were 
very attentive to hear him. 

CIIAPTEn XX. 

The haptigm of John—Parable of the vine 
yarf—Christ asked concerning the tribute 
—Of divorcement , and marriage in the re¬ 
surrection. 

ND it came to pass, that on one 
of those days, as he taught the 
people in the temple, and preached 
tho gospel, the chief priests, and the 
scribes, came upon him with the 
elders, 

2 And spake unto him, saying, Tell 
us, by what authority docst tbou these 
things? Or, who is he who gave thee 
this authority ? 

3 And he answered, and said unto 
them, I will also ask you one thing ; 
answer me. 

4 Tho baptism of John ; was it from 
heaven, or of men ? 

5 And thev reasoned with them 
solves, saying, If we shall say, From 
heaven ; he will say, Why then be¬ 
lieved ye him not? 

6 And if we say, Of men, all the 
people will stone us; for they are 
persuaded that John was a prophet. 

7 And they answered that they 
could not tell whcnco it was. 

8 Jesus said unto them, Neither tell 
I you, by what authority I do these 
things. 

9 Then began he to speak to the 
people, this parable. A certain man 

lantod a vineyard, and let it out to 
usbandmen, and went into a far 
country for a long time. 

10 And at the season of tho harvest, 
he sent his servant to the husband¬ 
men, that they should give him of 
the fruit of the vinoyard: hut the 
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husband men beat him. and sent him 
iwuv empty. 

11 And again In* sent another ser¬ 
vant ; ami they beat him also, and 
entreated him shamefully, and sent 
hi in away empty. 

12 And again he sent a third, and 
they wounded him also, and oast him 
out. 

13 Then said tho lord of the vino- 
yard, What shall I do ? X will send 
my beloved sod ; it may be, they will 
reverence him, when they see him. 

14 But when the husbandmen saw 
him, they reasoned among thcra- 
selvos, saying, This is the heir; come, 
let us kill him, that the inheritance 
may be ours. 

15 So they cast him out of the vino- 
yard, and killed him. What theforo 
shall tho Lord of the vineyard do 
unto them ? 

16 He shall come and dostroy those 
husbandmen, and shall givo the vine¬ 
yard to othors. And when thoy hoard 
this, they said, God forbid ! 

17 And ho beheld them, and said, 
What is this then which is written, 
Tho stone which the builders ro- 
jeotod, the same is become the head 
of the corner? 

18 Whoever shall fall upon that 
Btone, shall be broken ; but on whom¬ 
soever it shall fall, it shall grind him 
to powder. 

19 And the chief priests, and the 
soribos, tho same hour, sought to lay 
hands on him; but thoy feared the 

eople; for they porceived that he 

ad spoken this parable against 
them. 

20 And they watched him, and sent 
forth spies, who should feign thorn- 
solvos just men, that they might take 
hold of his words, that so doing, thoy 
might dclivor him to tho power and 
authority of the governor. 

21 And they askod him, saying, 
Master, we know that thou sayest and 
teaohest rightly; noither regardost 
tbou the person of any, but teachest 
the way of God truly. 

22 Ib it lawful for us to give tribute 
unto Caesar, or no ? 

23 But he porooived their craftiness, 
and said unto thorn, Why tempt ye 
me ? 

24 Show me a penny. Whose 
Imago and superscription hath it? 


Thoy answered, and said, Ciusar’s. 

25 And ho said unto them, Render 
thereforo unto Caesar, the things 
which bo Caesar’s; and unto God, 
the tilings which he God’s. 

26 And they could not take hold of 
his words before the people, und they 
marvelled at his answer, and held 
their peace. 

27 Thou caiuo to hirn certain of the 
Sadduceos, who deny there is any re¬ 
surrection; and they asked him, 

28 Saying, Master, Moses wrote 
unto us, saying, If any man’s brother 
die, leaving a wife, and he die with¬ 
out children, that his brother should 
take his wife, and raise up seed unto 
his brother. 

29 There were thereforo seven bre¬ 
thren ; the flrst took a wife, and died 
without children. 

30 And tho second took her to wife, 
and died ohildless. 

31 And tho third took her in like 
manner; and the seven also; and 
they loft no children, and died. 

32 And last of all, tho woman died 
also. 

33 Thorcforo in the resurrection, 
whose wife of them is she; for seven 
had her to wifo ? 

34 And Jesus answering, said unto 
them, The children of this world 
marry and are given in marriage; 

35 But they who shall be accounted 
worthy to obtain that world, through 
resurrection from the dead, neither 
marry nor are given in marriage. 

36 Neither can they die any more; 
for they aro equal unto the angels; 
and are the children of God, boing 
tho children of the resurrection. 

37 Now that tho dead are raised, 
even Moses showod at tho bush, when 
he calleth the Lord, tho God of Abra¬ 
ham, and tho God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob. 

38 For he is not a God of tho dead, 
but of the living; for all live unto 
him. 

39 Then certain of the scribes an¬ 
swering, said, Mastor, thou hast well 
said. 

40 And after that thoy durst not 
ask him any question at all. 

41 And ho said unto thorn, How say 
thoy that Chriat is David’s son? 

42 And David himself said in the 
kook of Psalms, The Lord said unt* 
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my Lord, Sit thou od my right hand, | 

43 Till I make thine enemies thy 
footstool. 

44 David therefore calleth him Lord; 
how is he then his son ? 

45 Then in the audience of all the 
people, he said unto hiB disciples, 

<10 Beware of the scribes, who do- 
siro to walk in long robes, and love 
greetings in the markets, and the 
highest seats in the synagogues, and 
the chief rooms at feasts; 

47 Who devour widows’ houses, and 
for a show, make long prayers ; the 
same shall receive greater damnation. 

CUAPTER XXI. 

widow’s mile—Destruction of Jerusar 
lem—Signs of ChrisCs coming — Tribula¬ 
tion of the Jews—Parable of the Jig tree — 
Undue cares of the world forbidden. 

ND he looked up, and saw the 
rich men casting in their gifts 
into the treasury; 

2 And saw also, a certain poor widow 
casting in thither two mites. 

3 And he said, Of a truth I say unto 
you, that this poor widow hath cast 
in more than they all. 

4 For all these have of their abun¬ 
dance oast in unto the offerings of 
God ; but she of her penury hath cast 
in all the living that she had. 

5 And aB some spake of the temple, 
how it was adorned with goodly 
stones, and gifts, he said, 

0 These things which ye behold, the 
days will come, in the which there 
shall not he left one Btone upon an¬ 
other, which shall not he thrown 
down. 

7 And the disciples asked him, say¬ 
ing, Master, when shall these things 
be? And what sign wilt thou show, 
when these thinge shall come to 
pass ? 

6 And he said, The time draweth 
near, and therefore take heed that ye 
he not deceived; for many shall come 
in my name, saying, I am Christ; go 
ye not therefore after them. 

9 And when ye shall hear of wars 
and commotions, be not terrified; for 
these things must first oome to pass; 
but this is not the end. 

10 Then said he unto them, Nation 
shall rise against nation, and king¬ 
dom against kingdom; and great 
earthquakes shall be in divers places, 
and famine, and pestilences; and 


fearful sigh ts, and great signs shall 
there bo from heaven. 

11 But before all these things shall 
come, they shall lay their hands on 
you, and persecute you; delivering 
you up to the synagogues, and into 
prisons; being brought before king* 
and rulers for my name’s sake. 

12 Settle th is therefore in yoor 
hearts, not to meditate before what 
ye shall answer; 

13 For I will give you a mouth ami 
wisdom, which all your adversaries 
shall not be able to gainsay nor re 
sist. 

14 And it shall turn to you for a 
testimony. 

15 And ye shall be betrayed hoih 
by parents, and brethren, and kins 
folk, and friends ; and some of you 
shall they cause to be put to death. 

10 And ye shall be hated of all the 
world for my name’s sake. 

17 But there shall not a hair of 
your head perish. 

18 In your patience possess ye your 

BOul 3. 

19 And when ye shall see Jerusalem 
compassed with armies, then know 
that the desolation thereof if 
nigh. 

20 Then let them who are in Judea 
flee to the mountains; and let them 
who are in the midst of it, depart 
out; and let not them who arc in th« 
countries, return to enter into Ihi* 
city. 

21 For these be the days of ven 
geance, that all things which are 
written may be fulfilled. 

22 But woe unto them who are with 
child, end to them who give suck, id 
those days ! For there shall be great 
distress in the land, and wrath upon 
this people. 

23 And they shall fall by the edge 
of the sword, and shall be led awaj 
captive into all nations ; And Jerusa¬ 
lem shall be trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the time of the Gen¬ 
tiles be fulfilled. 

24 Now these things he spake note 
them, conoerning the destruction of 
Jerusalem. And then hia disciples 
asked him, saying, Master, tell us con¬ 
cerning thy coming? 

25 And he answered them, and said, 
In the generation in which the times 
of the Gentiles shall be fulfilled, there

■ball be signs in the sun, and in the 
mooD, and in the stars; and upon the 
earth distress of nations with per¬ 
plexity, like the sea and the waves 
roaring. The earth also shall ho 
troubled, and tho waters or the great 
deep; 

26 Men’s hearts failing them for 
fear, and for looking after those 
things which are ooming on the earth. 
For the powers of heaven shall he 
shaken. 

27 And when these things begin to 
come to pass, then look up and lift up 
your heads, for tho day of your re* 
demption draweth nigh. 

26 And then shall they see the Son 
( f Man coming in a cloud, with power 
Led groat glory. 

29 And he spako to them a parable, 
saying, Behold the fig treo, and all the 
trees. 

30 When they now shoot forth, ye 
Bee, and know of your own selves, 
that summer is now nigh at hand. 

31 So likewise ye, whan ye see these 
things como to pass, know yo that the 
kingdom of God is nigh at hand. 

32 Verily I say unto you, this gen- 
erutiou, the generation when the 
times of tho Gentiles be fulfilled, shall 
not pass away till all be fulfilled. 

33 Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my word Bhall not pass 
away. 

34 Let my disciples therefore take 
boed to themBclvoB, lest at any time 
their hearts bo overcharged with sur¬ 
feiting, and drunkenness, and cares 
of this life, and that day como upon 
them unawares. 

35 For as a snare it shall come on 
all them who dwell on tho faoe of the 
whole earth. 

36 And what I say unto one, I say 
unto all, Watch ye therefore, and pray 
always, and keep my oommandments, 
that ye may bo countod worthy to 
escape all these things whioh shall 
oome to pass, and to stand before the 
Son of Man when he shall oome 
clothed in the glory of his Father. 

37 And in the day time, he was 
teaohing in the temple ; and at night, 
he went out and abode in the mount 
that is called Olivos. 

36 And tho people cauio oarly in the 
morning to him in tho temple, to hoar 
him. 
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CilAPTEB XXII. 

Judas betrayeih Christ—Institution <\f Uu 

Lord's supper — Christ's agony — His ar¬ 
rest — I\Ur denies Aim. 

OW tho feast of unleavened 
bread drew nigh, which is called 
the passover. 

2 And the chief priests, and the 
scribes, sought how they might kill 
him ; but they feared tho people. 

3 Then entered Satan iuto Judas, 
surnamed Iscariot, being of the num¬ 
ber of the twelve. 

4 And ho went his way, and com¬ 
muned with the chief priests and 
the captains, how ho might betray 
him unto them. 

5 And they were glad, and cove¬ 
nanted to give him money. 

6 And he promised them, and sought 
opportunity to betraj' him unto them 
in the absence of the multitude. 

7 Then came the day of unleavened 
bread, when the passover must bo 
killed. 

8 And he sent Peter and John, say¬ 
ing, Go, and prepare us tho passover, 
that wo may eat. 

9 And they said unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we prepare. 

10 And ho said unto them, Behold, 
when ye have entered into the city, 
there shall a man meet you bearing 
a pitoher of water; follow him into 
the house where he entereth in. 

11 And ye shall say unto the good 
man of the house, The Master saith 
unto you, Where is the guest-cham¬ 
ber, where I shall eat the passover 
with my disciples? 

12 And he shall show you a large 
upper room furnished; there make 
ready. 

13 And they went, and found as he 
had said unto them; and they made 
ready the passover. 

14 And when the hoar was oome, 
ho sat down, and the twelve apostles 
with him. 

15 And he said unto them, With 
dosire I have desired to eat this pass- 
over with you before I suffer; 

10 For I say unto you, I will not 
any more eat thereof, until it be ful¬ 
filled whioh is written in the prophets 
concerning mo. Then I will par¬ 
take with you, in the kingdom of 
God. 

17 And he took the oup, and gave 
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thanks, and laid, Take this and di- 
vido among yourselves; 

18 For I say unto you, that I will 
not drink of tho fruit of Ihe vino, 
until the kingdom of Ood 6hall come. 

10 And he took bread, and gave 
thank?, and hrake, and gave unto 
them, snying, This is my body which 
is given for you; this do in remem¬ 
brance of me. 

20 Likewise also the oup, after sup¬ 
per, Baying, This cup is the new testa¬ 
ment in my blood which is shed for 
you. 

21 But behold, the hand of him who 
hetrayeth me is with me on the table. 

22 And truly tho Son of Man goeth 
as it was determined; but woe unto 
that man by whom he is betrayed. 

23 And they began to inquire among 
themBelves, Who of them it was who 
should do this thing. 

24 There was also a strife among 
them, who of them should be ao- 
oounted the greatest. 

25 And he 6aid unto them, The 
kingB of the Gentiles exercise lord- 
ship over them, and they who exer- 
oise authority upon them, are oalled 
benefactors. 

26 But it ought not to be so with 
you; but he who is greatest among 
you, let him be as the younger; and 
he who 1 b ohief, as he who doth serve. 

27 For whether is he greater, who 
sitteth at meat, or he who serveth ? I 
am not as he who sitteth at meat, but 
I am among you as he who serveth. 

28 Ye are they who have continued 
with me in my temptations; 

29 And I appoint unto you a king¬ 
dom, as my Father hath appointed 
unto me; 

30 That you may eat and drink at 
my table in my kingdom ; and sit on 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. 

31 And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, 
behold Satan hath desired you, that 
he may sift the ohildren of the king¬ 
dom as wheat. 

32 But I have prayed for you, that 
your faith fail not; and when you are 
converted strengthen your brethren. 

33 And he said unto him, being ag¬ 
grieved, Lord, I am ready to go with 
you, both into prison, and unto death. 

34 And the Lord said, I tell you, 
Peter that the cook shall not orow 


this day, before that you will thric* 
deny that you know me. 

35 And he said unto them, When I 
sent you without purse and scrip, m 
shoes, lacked yo any thing? And 
they said, Nothing. 

36 Then said he unto them, I sa\ 
an to you again, lie who hath a pure** 
let him take it, and likewise his scrip 
and he who hath no sword, let him 
sell his garment and buy one. 

37 For I say unto you, This that ir 
written muBt be accomplished in me, 
And he was reckoned among the 
transgressors; for the things con 
cerning me have an end. 

38 Aud they said, Lord, behold here 
are two swords. And he said nnt<> 
them, It is enough. 

39 And he oame out, and went, at 
be was accustomed, to the mount of 
Olives; and his disciples followed 
him. 

40 And when ke was at the place, 
he said unto them, Pray that ye en 
ter not into temptation. 

41 And he was withdrawn from 
them about a stone's cast, and kneeled 
down and prayed, 

42 Saying, Father, if thou be willing, 
remove this cup from me; neverthe¬ 
less, not my will, but thine be done. 

43 And there appeared an angel 
unto him from heaven, strengthening 
him. 

44 And being in an agony, he prayed 
more earnestly; and he sweat as i( 
were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. 

45 And whon he rose up from pray 
er, and was come to his disoiples, he 
found them sleeping; for they were 
filled with sorrow ; 

46 And he said unto them, Why 
sleep ye ? rise and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. 

47 And while he yet spoke, behold, 
a multitude, and he who was called 
Judas, one of the twelve, went before 
them, and drew near unto Jesus to 
kiss him. 

48 But Jesus said unto him, Judas, 
betrayest thou the Son of Man with 
a kiss? 

49 Wheu they who were about him, 
saw what would follow, they said 
unto him, Lord, shall we smite with 
the sword? 

50 And one of them smote the eer 
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rant of the high priest, and oat off 

hie right ear. 

51 And Jesus answered and said, 
Suffer ye thus far. And he touchod 
hie oar and he&lod him. 

52 Then Jesus said unto the chief 
priests, and captains of th© temple, 
and the elders, who woro come to him, 
Are ye come out as against a thief, 
with swords and staves? 

53 When I was daily with you in 
the templo, yo Btretohed forth no hand 
against mo; but this is your hour, 
and the power of darkness. 

54 Then took thoy him, and led him, 
and brought him into the high priest's 
house: and Peter followed afar off. 

55 And when they had kindled a 
fire in the midst of the hall, aod wero 
set down together, Peter sat down 
among them. 

56 But a certain maid beheld him, 
its he sat by the fire, and earnestly 
looked upon him, and said, This man 
was also with him. 

57 And he denied him, saying, Wo¬ 
man, I know him not. 

58 And after a little while another 
saw him, and said, Thou art also of 
them. And Petor said, Man, I am not. 

59 And about the spaoo of one hour, 
another confidently affirmed, saying, 
Of a truth, this man was also with 
him; for he ib a Galilean. 

60 And Poter said, Man, I know not 
what thou sayest. And immediately, 
while be yet Bpake, tho cook crew. 

61 And the Lord turned, and looked 
upoD Petor. And Poter remembered 
the word of the Lord, how he had 
Bftid unto him, Before the crow, thou 
shn.lt deny me thrioe. 

02 And Peter went out, and wopt 
bitterly. 

63 And tbe men who held Josus, 
mocked him, and smote him. 

64 And when they had blindfolded 
him, they struck him on the faoe, 
and asked him, saying, Prophcoy, 
who is U who smote thee ? 

65 And many other things blas¬ 
phemously spake they against him. 

66 And as soon as it was day, the 
elders of the people and the obief 
priests, and the scribes, came to¬ 
gether, and led him into thoir oouncil, 

67 Saying, Art thon the Christ? 
Tell us. And he said unto them, If 
I tell you, ye will not believe. 
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68 And If I also ask you, you will 
not answor mo, nor let me go. 

69 Hereafter shall the Son of Man sit 
on the right hand of the power of God. 

70 Then said they all, Art thou then 
the Son of God? And he said unto 
them, Ye say that I am. 

71 And they said, What need ye any 
further witness ? For we ourselves 
have beard of his own mouth. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

mate tends Jam to Herod—Be it scourged 

and sent back — Scattering of Israel fore¬ 
told — Cfiritt crucified—Feniteni thief— 

Jesus buried by Joseph of Arimathta. 

ND the whole multitude of thorn 
arose, and led him unto Pilate. 

2 And they began to accuso him, 
saying, Wo found this man pervert¬ 
ing the nn.tion,and forbidding to give 
tribute to Cmsar, saying, that he him¬ 
self is Christ, a king. 

3 And Pilate asked him, saying, 
Art thou the Ring of the Jews ? And 
he answered him, and said, Yea, thou 
sayest it. 

4 Then said Pilate to the chief 
priests and people, I find no fault in 
this man. 

5 And they were the more fierce, 
saying, He stirreth up the people, 
teaching throughout all Jewry, be¬ 
ginning from Galilee, to this place. 

6 When Pilate heard of Galilee, he 
asked whethor the man wore a Gal- 
lilean. 

7 And ns soon as he knew that 
he belonged unto Herod's jurisdic¬ 
tion, he sent him to Herod, who 
himself also was at Jerusalem at 
that time. 

8 And when nerod saw Jesus, he 
was exceeding glad; for he was de¬ 
sirous to see him, of a long time, be¬ 
cause he had heard many things of 
him; and hoped to have seen some 
miracle done bv him. 

9 Then he questioned with him in 
many words; bnt he answored him 
nothing. 

10 And the chief priests and scribes 
stood and vehemently accused him. 

11 And norod with his men of war 
set him at naught, and mocked him, 
and arrayed him in n gorgeous robe, 
and sent him again to Pilate. 

12 And the samo day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together; 
for bofore this thoy wero at enmity 
between themselves. 
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13 And Pilate, when he had called 
together the chief priests, and the 
rulers, and the people, 

14 Said unto them, Yon have brought 
ihiB man onto me, aB one who pervert- 
eth the people; and behold, I, having 
examined him before yon, have found 
no fault in this man, touching those 
things whereof jo accuse him. 

15 No, nor jet Herod; for I sent 
you to him; and lo, nothing worthy 
of death is done unto him ; 

16 I will therefore chastise him, and 
release him. 

17 For of necessity he must release 
one unto them at the feast. 

16 But they cried out all at once, 
saying, Away with this man, and re~ 
lease unto us Barabbas ; 

19 Who for certain sedition made in 
the city, and for murder, was oast 
into prison. 

20 Pilate therefore, willing to re¬ 
lease Jesus, spake again to them. 

21 But they cried, saying, Crucify 
him, Crucify him. 

22 And he said unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? 
I have found no canse of death in 
him; I will therefore chastise him, 
and let him go. 

23 And they were infltant in loud 
voioes, requiring that he might be 
crooified; and the voice of them, and 
of the ohief priests, prevailed. 

24 And Pilato gavo sentence that it 
should be as they required. 

25 And he released unto them him 
who for sedition and mnrder was cast 
into prison, whom they had desired; 
and delivered Jesus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the cross, that he might 
bear it after Jesus. 

27 And there followed him a great 
oompany of people, and of women, 
who also hewailed and lamented him. 

28 Bnt Jesus turned onto them and 
said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for mo, but weep for yourselves, 
and for yonr ohildren. 

29 For behold, the days are coming, 
in the whioh they shall say, Blessed 
are the harren, and the wombs wbioh 
never bare, and the paps whioh never 
gave suok. 

30 Then shall they begin to say to 


the mountains, Fall on ns; and to Ibe 
hills, Cover ns. 

31 And if these things are doDe in 
the green tree, what shall be done id 
the dry tree 7 

32 This he spake, signifying the 
scattering of Israel, and the desola¬ 
tion of the heathen, or in other words, 
the Gentiles. 

33 And there were also two others, 
malefactors, led with him tube put i» 
death. 

34 And when they were come to (he 
place which is called Calvary, th< r* 
they crucified him, and the malet'ae 
tors; one ou the right hand, and tli* 
other ou the left. 

35 Then said Jesus, Father, forgiw 
them; for they know not what ill. y 
do. (Meaning the soldiers who cru 
cified him,) and they parted his rai 
ment and cast lots. 

36 And the people stood, beholding, 
and the rulers also with them, dt-i i 
ded, saying, He saved others ; let him 
save himself, if he be the Christ, the 
-chosen of God. 

37 And the soldiers also mock^l 
him, coming to him, and offering him 
vinegar, 

38 And saying, If thou be the King 
of the Jews, save thyself. 

39 And a superscription also was 
written over him, in letters of Gre*-k, 
and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

40 And one of the malefactors whi> 
was crucified with him, railed «n 
him, saying, If thou be the Christ, 
save thyself and us. 

41 But the otherausweriug, rehukcj 
him, saving, Dost thou not fear Goil, 
seeing thou art in the same condemns 
tion 7 

42 And we indeed justly ; for we re¬ 
ceive the due reward of our deeds; 
bnt this man bath done nothing amiss. 

43 And he said to Jesus, Lord, re¬ 
member me when thou comest into 
thy kingdom. 

44 And Jesus said unto him, Verily 
I say onto thee; To-day shalt thou 
be with me in Paradise. 

45 And it was about the sixth hour, 
and there was darkness over all tha 
earth until the ninth hour. 

46 And the sun was darkened, and 
the veil of the temple was rent in tha 
midst. 
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47 And when Jesus had cried with 
a loud voice, he eaid, Father, into 
thy hands I commend my spirit. 
And having said thus, he gave up 
the ghost. 

48 Now when the centurion saw what 
was done, he glorified God, saying, 
Certainly this was a righteous man. 

49 And all the people who oame 
together to that eight, beholding the 
things which were done, emote their 
breasts, and returned. 

50 And all his acquaintance, and 
women who followed bim from Gali¬ 
leo, stood afar off, beholding these 
things. 

51 And, behold, a man named Jo¬ 
seph, a counsellor; a good man and 
a just one ; 

52 Tho same aay had not oonsontod 
to tho oouneel and deed of them; a 
man of Arimathca, a oity of tho 
Jews; who also himself waited for 
the kingdom of God. 

53 Ho went unto Pilate, and begged 
tho body of Jesus. 

54 Aud ho took it down and wrapped 
it in linen, and laid it in a sepulonro, 
which was hewed in a stone, wheroin 
never man before was laid. 

55 And that day was the prepara¬ 
tion, and the Sabbath drew on. 

56 And the women also, who oame 
with him from Galilee, followed after, 
and beheld the sopulchre, and how 
his body was laid. 

57 And they returnod, and prepared 
spices and ointmonts; and rested the 
Sabbath day according to the aora- 
mnndmont. 

CHAPTER XXIV. 

T7it women come to the sepulchre—Jems talk- 
eth to two of his disciples—He appears to 
the apostles—Promises them the Holy Spirit 
—Ascends up into heaven. 

OW upon the first day of the 
week, very early in tho morning, 
the women came unto tho sepulchre, 
bringing the spices whioh they had 
prepared, and certain others with 
thorn. 

2 And they found the stone rollod 
away from the sepulchre, and two 
angelB standing by it in shining 
garments. 

3 And they entered into the sepul¬ 
chre, and not finding the body of the 
Lord Jesus, tncy wore muoh perplex¬ 
ed thereabout; 


4 And were affrighted, and bowed 
down their faoes to the earth. But 
behold tho angels said unto them, 
Why seek ye the living among the 
dead ? 

6 He is not hero, hut is risen. Re¬ 
member how he spake unto you 
when he was yet in Galilee, 

0 Saying, The Son of Man mast be 
delivered into the hands of sinful 
men, and be orucified, and tho third 
day rise again ? 

7 And they remembered his words, 

8 Aud returned from the sepulchre, 
and told all these things unto the 
eleven, and unto all the rest. 

9 It was Mary Magdalene, and Jo¬ 
anna, and Mary the mother of James, 
and other women who were with 
them, who told these things unto the 
apostles. 

10 And their words seemed to them 
as idle tales, and they believed them 
not. 

11 Then arose Peter, and ran unto 
the sepulchre, and went in, and he 
beheld the linon olothes laid by them¬ 
selves, and doparted, wondering in 
himself at that whioh was oome to 
pass. 

12 And behold, two of them went 
that same day to a village oalled 
Emmaus, which was from Jerusalem 
three-soore furlongs. 

13 And they talked together of all 
these things whioh had happened. 

14 And it oame to pass, that while 
they communed together, and rea¬ 
soned, Jesus himself drew near, and 
went with them. 

15 But their eyes were holden, or 
oovered, that they could not know 
him. 

16 And he said unto them, What 
manner of oommunicationa are these 
whioh you have one with another, as 
ye walk and are sad ? 

17 And one of them, whose name 
was Clcopas, answering, said onto 
him, Art thou only a stranger in 
Jerusalem, and hast not known the 
things whioh are come to pass there 
in those days? 

18 And he said unto them, What 
things ? And they said unto him, 
Concerning Jesus of Nazareth, who 
was a prophet mighty in deed and 
word before God aud all the people; 

19 And bow the chief priests and 
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our rulers delivered him to be con- 
dernned tc death, and hare oruoified 
him. 

20 But we trusted that it had heen 
he who should have redeemed Israel. 
And besides all this, to-day is the 
third day since these things were 
done; 

21 Yea, and certain women also of 
our company made us astonished, who 
were early at the sepulchre; 

22 And when they found not hie 
hody, they came, saying, that they 
had also seen a vision of angels, who 
said that he was alive. 

23 And certain of them who were 
with ub, went to the sepulchre, and 
found it even so as the women had 
said; bat him they saw not. 

24 Then he said unto them, 0 fools, 
and slow of heart to believe all that 
the prophets have spoken ! 

25 Onght not Christ to have suffered 
these things, and to enter into his 

glory? 

26 And beginning at Moses and all 
the prophets, he expounded onto 
them in all the scriptures the things 
concerning himself. 

27 And they drew nigh unto the 
village whither they went; and he 
made as though he would have gone 
further. 

28 Bnt they constrained him, say¬ 
ing, Abide with us ; for it iB towards 
evening, and the day is far spent. 
And he went in to tarry with them. 

29 And it came to pass, as he sat at 
meat with them, that he took bread, 
and blessed, and brake, and gave to 
them. 

30 And their eyeB were opened, and 
they knew him ; and ho wns taken up 
out of their sight. 

31 And they said one to another, 
Did not our hearts burn within us, 
while he talked with us by the way, 
and while he opened to ns the scrip¬ 
tures ? 

32 And they rose up the same hour 
and returned to Jerusalem, and found 
the eleven gatherod together, and 
those who were with thorn, 

33 Saying, The Lord is riBen in¬ 
deed, and hath appeared to Simon. 

34 And they told what things they 
saw and heard in the way, and how 
he was known to them, in breaking 
bread. 


35 And as they thus spake, .Jesui 
himself stood in the midst of thorn, 
and said unto them, Peace be unto 
you. 

36 But they were terrified aud 
affrighted, and supposed that they 
had seen a spirit. 

37 And he said nnto them, Why are 
you troubled, and why do thought! 
arise iu your hearts ? 

38 Behold my hands and my fed. 
that it is I, myself. Handle in<-, 
and see; for a spirit hath not Rent 
and bones, as you see me have. 

39 When he had thus spoken, he 
showed them his hands and hi* 
feet. 

40 And while they yet wondered 
and believed not for joy, he sm.) 
unto them, Have ye here any meat 

41 And they gave him a piece of a 
broiled fish, and a honey comb. 

42 And he took it and did eat be¬ 
fore them. 

43 And he said unto them, Tin ^ 
are the words which I spake unto 
you while I was yet with you, ib.u 
all things must be fulfilled whi-b 
were written in the law of Moses, ami 
in the prophets, and in the Psalm-, 
concerning me. 

44 Then opened he their undei 
standing, that they might understand 
the scriptures, 

45 And said nnto them, Thus ii i.- 
written, and thus it behooved Chn-i 
to suffer, and to rise from the dead 
the third day; 

46 And that repentance and remis 
sion of sins should be preached in 
his naiue among all nations, begin 
ning at Jerusalem. 

47 And ye are witnesses of tbi'-'o 
things. 

48 And, behold, I send the promise 
of my Father upon yon ; but tarry v» 
in the city of Jerusalem, until ye hr 
endued with power from on high. 

49 And be led them out as far qi 
B ethany, and he lifted up hi» hard* 
and hlesscd them. 

50 And it came to pass, while hr 
blessed them, he was taken from 
them, and carried up into heaven. 

51 And they worshipped him, and 
returned to Jerusalem with great joy. 

52 And they were continually in 
the temple, praising and blessing 
God. Amen. 



THE TESTIMONY OF ST. JOHN. 


CHAPTER I. 

TV gorptl preached in the beginning—John 

beartth record of the gotpel, and of Chriet 

— It Stax— Andrew, Philip, and Peter 

called. 

N tho beginning was the gospel 
preoohed through the Son. And 
the gospel was the word, and the word 
was with the Son, and tho Son was 
with God, and the Son was of God. 

2 The same was in the beginning 
with God. 

S All things were made by him ; and 
without him was not anything made 
which was made. 

4 In him was the gospel, and the 
gospel was tho lifo, and tho life was 
the light of inon ; 

5 And the light shineth in the 
world, and tho world peroeiveth it 
not. 

A Then was a man sont from God, 
whose name was John. 

7 The snme came into the world for 
a witness, to boar witnoss of tho light, 
to bear record of tho gospel through 
the Son, unto all, that through him 
men might believe. 

8 He was not the light, but oame to 
hear witness of that light, 

9 Which was the true light, which 
lightoth every man who oometb into 
the world; 

10 Even the Son of God. He who 
was in the world, and the world waB 
made by bim, and the world knew 
him not. 

11 He onme unto hiB own, and his 
own rccoived him not. 

12 But as many as rcooivcd him, to 
thorn gave ho power to bccoino the 
sons of God; only to them who be¬ 
lieve on his name. 

13 He was born, not of blood, nor 
of the will of the flesh, nor of tho will 
of man, but of God. 

14 And the same word was made 
flesh, and dwelt among us, and we 
beheld bis glory, tho glory as of the 
Only Begotten of the Father, full of 
grace and truth, 

15 John bear witness of him, and 
cried, saying, This is he of whom I 
spake; Ho who oometh aftor me, is 

J ireferred beforo mo ; for be was be- 
ore mo. 


16 For in the beginning was the 
Word, even the Son, who is made 
flesh, and sont unto us by the will of 
the Father. And as many as believe 
on his name shall receive of his ful¬ 
ness. And of his fulness have all we 
reoeived, even immortality and eter¬ 
nal life, through his graoo. 

17 For the law was given through 
Moses, but life and truth came through 
Jesus Christ. 

18 For the law was after a carnal 
commandment, to the administration 
of death; bat the goBpel was after the 

owor of an endless life, through 
esus Christ, the only Begotten Son, 
who is in the bosom of the Father. 

19 And no man hath seen God at 
any time, except he hath borne ro- 
oord of the Son; for except it is 
through him no man oan he saved. 

20 This ie the reoord of John, wheD 
the Jows sent priests and Levitei 
from Jerusalem, to ask him ; Who ar 
thou ? 

21 And he confessed, and denies 
not that he was Elias; but oonfessed, 
saying; I am not the Christ. 

22 And they asked him, saying; 
How art thou then Elias ? And he 
said; I am not that Elias who was to 
restore all things. And they asked 
him, saying, Art thou that prophet! 
And ho answed, No. 

23 Then said they unto him, Wbu 
art thou ? that we may give an an¬ 
swer to them that sent us. What 
sayest thou of thyself ? 

24 He said, I am the voice of one 
orying in the wilderness, Make 
straight the way of the Lord, as 
sailh the prophet EBaias. 

25 And they who were sent were of 
the Pharisees. 

20 And they asked him, and said 
unto him; Why baptizest thou then, 
if thou be not the Christ, nor Elias 
who was to restore all things, neither 
that prophet? 

27 John answered them, saying; I 
baptize with water, bnt there stand- 
elh one among yon, whom ye know 
not; 

28 Hu it is of whom I bear reoord. 
He is the prophet, even Elias, who, 
ooming after me, is preferred before 
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me, whose shoe's latchet I am not 
worthy to unloose, or whose place I 
am not able to Gil; for he shall bap¬ 
tize, not only with water, but with 
fire, and with the Holy Qhost. 

29 Tho next day John seeth Jesus 
coming unto him, and said; Behold 
the Lamb of God, who taketh away 
tho Bin of the world I 

30 And John b&ro record of him 
onto the people, saying, This i9 he of 
whom I said ; After me cometh a man 
who is preferred bofore mo; for he 
was before me, and I knew him, and 
that he should be made manifest 
to Israel; therefore am I come bap¬ 
tizing with water. 

31 And John bare record, saying; 
When he was baptized of me, I saw 
the Spirit descending from heaven 
like a dove, and it abode upon him. 

32 And I knew him; for he who 
sent me to baptizo with water, the 
same said unto me; Upon whom thou 
shalt Bee the Spirit descending, and 
remaining on him, the same is he 
who baptizoth with the Holy Ghost. 

33 And I saw, and bare record that 
this is the Son of God. 

34 These things were done in Betha- 
bara, beyond Jordan, where John waB 
baptizing. 

35 Again, the next day after, John 
stood, and two of his disciples, 

36 And looking upon Jesus as he 
walked, he said; Behold the Lamb of 
God! 

37 And the two disciples heard him 
speak, and they followed Jesus. 

38 Then Jesus turned, and saw 
them following him, and said unto 
them, What seek ye ? They say unto 
him, Rabbi, (which is to say, being 
interpreted, Master;) Where dwellest 
thou ? 

39 And he said unto thorn; Come 
and see. And they came and saw 
where he dwelt, and abode with him 
that day ; for it was about the tenth 
hour. 

40 One of the two who heard John, 
and followed Jesus, was Andrew, 
Simon Peter's brother. 

41 He first findeth his own brother 
Simon, and said unto him, Wo have 
found the Messias, which is, being 
Interpreted, tho Christ. 

42 And be brought him to Jesus. 
And when Jesus beheld him, he said. 


Thou art Simon, the son of Jona, 
thou shalt be called Cephas, which 
is, by interpretation, a seer, or a stone. 
And they wero fishermen. And they 
straightway left all, and followed 
Jesus. 

43 The day following, Jesus would 
go forth into Galilee, and findeth 
Philip, and said unto him, Follow me. 

44 Now Philip was at Bcthsaida, 
the city of Andrew and Peter. 

45 Philip findeth Nathaniel, and 
said unto him, We have found him, 
of whom Moses in the law, and the 
prophets, did write, Jesus of Nazareth, 
the son of Joseph. 

46 And Nathaniel said unto him, 
Can there any good thing come out 
of Nazareth? Philip said unto bim, 
Come and see. 

47 Jesus saw Nathaniel coming 
unto him, and said of him, Behold 
an Israelite indeed, in whom is no 
guile ! 

48 Nathaniel said unto him, Whence 
knowest thou me? Jesus answered 
and said unto him, Before Philip 
called thee, when thou wast under 
the fig tree, I saw thee. 

49 Nathaniel answered and said 
unto him, Rabbi, thou art the Son of 
God; thou art the King of Israel. 

50 Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Because I said nnto thee, I saw 
thee under the fig tree, believest thou ? 
Thou shalt see greater things than 
these. 

51 And he said unto him, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Hereafter ye 
shall see heaven open, and the angels 
of God ascending and descending 
upon tho Son of Man. 

CHAPTER II. 

Marriage at Cana—Jesus driveth the traf¬ 
fickers oat of the temple. 

ND on the third day of the week, 
there was a marriage in Cana 
of Galiloe; and the mother of Jesus 
was there. 

2 And Jesus was oalled, and hit 
disoiples, to tho marriage. 

3 And when thoy wantod wine, his 
mother said unto him, They have no 
wine. 

4 Jesus said unto her, Woman 
what wilt thou hare me do for thee f 
that will I do; for mine hour is not 
yet come. 

5 His mother said unto the servants, 
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Whatsoever he saith onto you, Me 
that ye do it. 

8 There were set there six water- 
pots of stone, after the manner of the 
purifying of the Jews, containing 
two or three firkins apiece. 

7 Jesus said unto them, Fill the 
watorpota with water. And they filled 
them up to the brim. 

8 Ana he said, Draw out now, and 
bear unto the governor of the feast. 
And they bare unto him. 

9 When the governor of the feast 
had tasted the water which was made 
wine, (and be knew not whenoe it 
was, but the servants who drew the 
water knew,) tho governor of the 
feast called the bridegroom, 

10 And said unto him, Every man 
at tho beginn’ng doth set forth good 
wine; and when uien have well drunk; 
then that which is worse ; hut thou 
bast kept the good wine until now. 

11 This beginning of miraoles did 
Josus in Cana of Galilee, and mani¬ 
fested forth his glory ; and the faith 
of his disciples was strengthened in 
him. 

12 After this they wont down to 
Capernaum, he, and his mother, and 
his hrethren, and his disoiples ,* and 
they continued there not many days. 

13 And the Jews' passover was at 
hand, and Jesus went up to Jerusa¬ 
lem, 

14 And found in the temple those 
who Bold oxen, and Bhecp, and doves, 
and tho changers of money sitting. 

15 And when he had made a scourge 
of small cords, ho drove them all out 
of the temple, and the sheep, and tho 
oxen ; and poured out tho changers' 
money, and overthrew the tables; 

16 And said unto them who sold 
doves, Take these things hence; 
make not my Father’s house an house 
of merchandise. 

17 And his disciples remembered 
that it is written, The zeal of thy 
house hath eaten me up. 

18 Then spake the Jews and said unto 
him, What sign showest thou unto 
us, seeing thou doest these thingB? 

19 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Destroy this temple, and in 
three days I will raise it up. 

2C Then said the Jews, Forty and 
six years was this temple in building, 
and wilt thou roar it up, in three days ? 


21 Bat he spake of the temple of 
his body. 

22 When therefore he was risen from 
the dead, his disoiples remembered 
that he had said this unto them, and 
they romembered the scriptures, and 
the word which Jesus haa said unto 
them. 

23 Now when he was in Jerusalem, 
at the passover, on the feast day, 
many believed on his name, when 
they saw the miraoles which he did. 

24 But Jesus did not commit him¬ 
self unto them, because he knew all 
things, 

25 And needed not that any should 
testify of man; for he knew what 
was in man. 

CnAPTKR m. 

The new birth of water and tpirit—Lone of 
Ood declared — John baptireth — Chrui 
baptize th. 

T HERE was a man of the Phari¬ 
sees named Nioodemus, a ruler 
of the Jews; 

2 The same came to Jesus by night, 
and said unto him, Rabbi, we know 
that thou art a teacher come from 
G od; for no man can do these miraoles 
which thou doest, except God be with 
him. 

3 Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Verily, verily, I say uuto thee, 
Exoept a man be born again, he oan- 
not see the kingdom of God. 

4 Nioodemus said unto him, How 
can a man be born when he is old 7 
Can he enter the second time into his 
mother's womb and bo born ? 

5 Josus answered, Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born 
of water, and the Spirit, ho cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. 

6 That whioh is born of flesh, is 
flesh; and thAt which is born of the 
Spirit, is spirit. 

7 Marvel not that I said unto thee, 
Ye must be born again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound thereof, 
but oanst not tell whenoe it oometh, 
and whither it goeth; so is every one 
who is born of the Spirit. 

9 NiecdomuB answered and said 
unto him, How can these things be7 
10 Jesus answered and said, Art 
thou a master of Israel, and knowest 
not these things 7 

11 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
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We speak that we do know, and tes¬ 
tify that wo have seen; and ye re¬ 
ceive not our witness. 

12 If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, bow shall ye be¬ 
lieve if I tell you heavenly things? 

13 I tell you, No man hath ascended 
np to heaven, but he who came down 
from heaven, even the Son of Man 
who is in heaven. 

14 And as Moses lifted up the ser¬ 
pent in the wilderness, even so must 
the Son of Man be lifted up; 

15 That whosoever believoth on him 
should not perish, but have eternal 
life. 

lfl For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his Only Begotten Son, that 
whosoever belioveth on him should 
not periBh; but have everlasting life. 

17 For God sent not his Son into 
the world to condemn the world; but 
that the world through him might he 
saved. 

18 He who believoth on him is not 
condemned; but he wbo believoth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not belioved on the name of 
the Only Begotten Son of God, which 
before was preached by the mouth 
of the holy prophots; for they testi¬ 
fied of me. 

10 And thia is the condemnation, 
that light is come into tho world, and 
men love dnrknesB rather than light, 
because thoir deeds are evil. 

20 For every one who doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither comcth to 
the light, lest his deeds should be re¬ 
proved. 

21 But he who loveth truth, aometh 
to the light, that hiB deeds may be 
made manifest. 

22 And he who obeyeth the truth, 
the works whioh be doeth they are 
of God. 

23 After these things came Jesus 
and his disoiplos into the land of 
Judea; and there he tarried with 
them, and baptized; 

24 And John was also baptizing in 
Goon, near to Salim, because there 
was muoh water there; and they 
came and were baptized ; 

25 For John was not yet oast into 
prison. 

26 Then there arose a question be¬ 
tween some of John’s disoiplos, and 
the Jews, about purifying. 


27 And they came unto John, and 
said onto him, Rabbi, he who was 
with thee beyond Jordan, to whom 
thou bearest witness, behold, the same 
baptizeth, and he receivetb of all 
people who come unto him. 

28 John answered and said, A man 
can receive nothing, except it be 
given him from heaven. 

20 Ye yourselves bear me witness 
that I said, I am not the Christ, but 
that I am sent before him. 

30 He wbo hath the bride, is the 
bridegroom ; but the friend of the 
bridegroom, who standeth and hear- 
eth him, rejoiccth greatly beoause of 
the bridegroom's voioe; this my joj 
therefore is fulfilled. 

31 He must increase, but I mustde 
crease. 

32 He who cometh from above is 
above all; he who is of the earth is 
earthly, and speaketh of the earth; 
he who cometh from heaven is above 
all. And what he hath seen and 
heard, that he testifieth; and but 
few men receive his testimony. 

33 He wbo hath received his testi¬ 
mony, hath sot to his seal that God 
is true. 

34 For he whom God hath sent, 
speaketh the words of God; for God 
giveth him not tho Spirit by measure, 
for he dwelleth in him, even tho ful¬ 
ness. 

35 The Father loveth the Son, aud 
hath given all things into his hands. 

36 And he who believetb on the 
Son hath everlasting life; and 6hall 
receive of his fulness. But he who 
believeth not the Son, shall not ro- 
oeive of his fulness; for the wrath 
of God is upon him. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The rharitttt seek to destroy Jesut—The wo¬ 
man and the t oell—The water of life eter¬ 
nal — The nchlcmarit ton healed. 

HEN therefore the Pharisees 
had heard that Jesus made and 
baptized more disciples than Jdhn, 

2 They sought more diligently some 
means that they might put him to 
death; for many received John as ■ 

rophet, but they believed not on 
esuB. 

3 Now the Lord knew this, though 
he himself baptized not so many as 
his disciples; 
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4 For ho suffered them for an ex¬ 
ample, preferring one another. 

5 And ho loft Judea, and departod 
again into Galileo, 

0 And said unto his disciples, I 
must needs go through Samaria. 

7 Then he coraeth to the city of Sa¬ 
maria which is called Syohar, near to 
the parcel of ground which Jacob 
gavo to his son Joseph; the place 
whore Jacob’s well was. 

8 Now Jesus being weary with the 
journey, it being about the sixth 
hour, eat down on the well ; 

( J And there came a woman of Sa¬ 
maria to draw water; Jesus said unto 
her, Givo me to drink. 

10 Now his disoiples were gone 
away into the oity to buy meat. 

] 1 Wherefore he being alone, the 
woman of Samaria said unto him, 
Dow is it that thou hoing a Jew, 
askest drink of me, who am a wo¬ 
man of Samaria? The Jews hare no 
dealings with the Samaritans. 

12 Jesus answered and said unto 
her. If thou kneweBt tho gift of God, 
and who it is that sailh unto thee, 
Give me to drink; thou woulduat have 
asked of him, and he would hnre 
given thee living water. 

13 The woman said unto him, Sir, 
thou haBt nothing to draw with, and 
the well is deep ; from whence then 
haBt thou that living water? 

14 Art thou greator than our father 
Jacob, who gave us the well, and 
drank thereof himself, and his ohil- 
dren, and his cattle ? 

15 Jobub answered and said unto 
her, Whosoover shall drink of this 
well, shall thirst again ; 

16 But whosoever drinketh of the 
water which I shall give him shall 
never thirst; but the water that I 
shall give him shall he in him a well 
of water springing up into everlast¬ 
ing life. 

17 The woman said unto him, Sir, 
give me of this water that I thirst 
not, neither come hither to draw. 

18 Jesus said unto her, Go, call thy 
husband and come hither. 

And the woman answored and 
said, I havo no husband. Jesus said 
unto her, Thou hast well said, I have 
no husband. 

20 For thou hast had five husbands, 
and he whom thou now hast, is not 


thy husband; In that saidst thou 
truly. 

21 The woman said unto him, Sir, 
I perceive that thou art a 

22 Our fathers worshipp 
mountain ; and yo say that in Jeru¬ 
salem is the place where men ought 
to worship. 

23 Jesus said unto her, Woman, be¬ 
lieve me, tho hour oometb, when ye 
shall neither in this mountain, nor 
yet at Jerusalem, worship the Fa¬ 
ther. 

24 Ye worship ye know not what; 
we know what we worship ; and sal¬ 
vation is of the Jews. 

25 And the hour oometb, and now 
is, when the true worshippers shall 
worship the Father in spirit and in 
truth ; for the Father seeketh suoh to 
worship him. 

26 For unto suoh hath God pro- 
misod his Spirit. And they who wor¬ 
ship him, must worship in spirit and 
in truth. 

27 The woman said unto him, I 
know that Mossias oometb, who is 
oallod Christ; when he is come, he 
will tell us all things. 

28 Jesus said unto her, I who speak 
unto thee am the Messias. 

29 And upon this came his disoi¬ 
ples, and marvelled that he talked 
with the woman; yet no man said, 
What seekest thou? or. Why talfaest 
thou with hor? 

30 The woman then left her water- 
pot, and went her way into the oity, 
and said to the men, 

31 Come see a man who told me all 
things that I have ever done. Is not 
this the Christ ? 

32 Then they went out of the oity, 
and oame unto him. 

33 In the mean time his disoiples 
prayed him, saying. Master, eat. 

34 But he said unto them, I have 
meat to cat that ye know not of. 

35 Therefore said the disciples one 
to another, Hath any man brought 
him meat to eat ? 

36 Jesus said unto them, My meat 
is to do the will of him who sent me, 
and to finish his work. 

37 Say not ye there are yet four 
months,thenoomethharvest? Behold, 
I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and 
look on the fields; for they are 
white already to harvest. 


prophet, 
od in this 
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38 And lie who renpcth, receiveth 
wages, and gathcrcth fruit unto life 
eternal; that both he who Boweth, 
and he who reapelh, may rejoice to¬ 
gether. 

39 And herein is that saying true. 
One sowclh and another reapeth. 

40 I have sent you to reap that 
whereon ye bestowed no labour; the 
prophets have laboured, and ye have 
entered into their labours. 

41 And many of the Samaritans of 
that city believed on him for the say 
ing of the woman, who testified, say 
ing, He told me all things I have 
ever done. 

42 So when the Samaritans were 
come unto him, they besought him 
that he would tarry with them; and 
he abode there two days. 

43 And many men believed because 
of his own word; 

44 And said unto the woman, Now 
we believe, not because of thy say¬ 
ing ; we have heard for ourselves, and 
know that this is indeed the Christ, 
the Saviour of the world. 

45 Now after two days he departed 
thenoc, and went into Galilee. 

40 For Jesus himself testified, that 
a prophet hath no honour in his own 
country. 

47 Then when he had come into 
Galilee, the Galileans received him, 
having seen all the things which he 
did at Jerusalem at the feast) for 
they also went unto the feast. 

48 So Jesus came again into Cana 
of Galilee, where he made the water 
wine. And there was a certain noble¬ 
man, whose son was sick at Caper¬ 
naum. 

49 When he heard that Jesus was 
come out of Judea into Galilee, he 
went unto him, and besought him 
that he would come down, and heal 
his son; for he was at the point of 
death. 

50 Then said Jesus unto him, Ex¬ 
cept ye see signs and wonders, ye 
will not believe. 

51 Tho nobleman said unto him, 
Sir, come down before my ohild die. 

52 Jesus said unto him, Go thy 
way, thy son liveth. And the man 
believed the word which Jesus had 
spoken unto him, and be went his 
way. 

69 And as he was now going down 


to his houBe, his servant met him, 
and spake, saying, Thy son liveth. 

54 Then enquired he of them the 
hour when he began to mend. And 
they said unto him, Yesterday at the 
seventh hour the fever left him. 

55 So the father knew that his son 
was healed in the same hour in the 
which Jesu9 said unto him, Thy sou 
liveth; and himself believed, and 
his whole house; 

50 This being the second miracle 
which Jesus had done when he had 
come out of Judea into Galilee. 

CIIAPrER V. 

Impotent man heated—The resurrection— 
Testimony of Ch rist 
FTER this there wa9 a feast of 
the Jews; and Jesus went up to 
Jerusalem. 

2 Now there is at Jerusalem, by the 
sheep market, a pool which is called 
in the Hebrew tongue, Bethesda, 
having five porches. 

3 In these porches lay a great many 
impotent folk, of blind, halt, with 
ered, waiting for the moving of the 
water. 

4 For an angel went down at n 
certain season into the pool, and 
troubled the water; whosoever then 
first after the troubling of the water 
stepped in, was made whole of what¬ 
soever disease he had. 

5 And a certain man was there, 
who had an infirmity thirty and 
eight years. 

0 And Jesus saw him lie, and knew 
that he had been now a long time 
afflicted; and he said unto him, Wilt 
thou be made whole? 

7 The impotent man answered him, 
Sir, I have no man when the water is 
troubled, to put me into the pool; but 
while I am coming, another steppeth 
down before me. 

8 Jesus said unto him, Rise, take 
up thy bed and walk. 

9 And immediately the loan wsi 
made whole, and took np his bed, 
and walked; and it was on the Sab¬ 
bath day. 

10 The Jews therefore said ante 
him who was oured, It is the Sabbath 
day ; it is not lawful for thee to oarry 
thy bed. 

11 He answered them, He who 
made me whole, said unto me, Take 
up thy bed and walk. 
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12 Thi n answered they him, saying, 
Whul man is ho who said unto thee, 
Take up thy bed and walk? 

13 And he who was healed knew 
not who it was; for Josus had con¬ 
veyed himself away, a multitude 
being in that place. 

14 Afterwards Jesus findoth him in 
the temple, and said unto him, Be¬ 
hold, thou art made whole; sin no 
more, lest a worse thing come unto 
thee. 

15 The man departed, and told the 
Jews that it was Jesus who had made 
him whole; 

16 And therefore did the Jews per¬ 
secute Jesus, and sought to slay him, 
be on use ho had done these things on 
the Sabbath day. 

17 But Jesus answerod them, My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

16 Therefore the Jews sought the 
more to kill him, bcoause ho had not 
only broken the Sabbath, hut said 
also that God was his father, making 
himself equal with God. 

19 Then answerod Jesus and Baid 
unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, The Son can do nolhiug of him¬ 
self, but what he seeth the Father 
do; for what things Boever he doeth, 
those alBO dooth the Son likewise. 

20 For the Father lovoth the Son, 
and nhowoth him all things that 
himself doeth; and he will Bhow him 
greuter works than these, that ye 
may marvel. 

21 For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead and quiokenoth thorn ; even so 
the Son quickcnelh whom ho will. 

22 For the Father judgeth no man; 
but hath committed all judgment unto 
the Son; 

23 That all men should honour the 
Son, oven as Lhoy honour the Father. 
He who honouroth not the Son, ho¬ 
noured not the Father who hath sent 
him. 

2-1 Verily, vorily, I say unto you, 
He who hcareth my words, and bo- 
lievoth on him who sent me, hath 
everlasting lilo, and shall not corno 
into condemnation; hut is passed 
from death into life. 

25 Verily, vorily, I Bay unto you, 
Tho hour is coming, and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the voice of 
the Son of God; and they who hear 
■hall live. 
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26 For as the Father bath life in 
himself, so hath he given to the Son 
to have life in himself; 

27, And hath given him authority to 
execute judgment also, because he is 
the Son of Man. 

28 Marvel not at this; for the hour 
is ooming, in the which all who are 
in thoir graves shall hear his voioe, 

29 And shall come forth ; they who 
have done good, in the resurrection 
of the just; and they who have done 
evil, in the resurrection of the un- 
just, 

30 And shall all he judged of the 
Son of Man. For as I hear, I judge, 
and my judgment is just; 

31 For I can of mine own self do 
nothing; heoause I seek not my own 
will, but the will of the Father who 
hath sent me. 

32 Therefore if I hear witness of 
myself, yet my witness is true. 

33 For I am not alone, there is 
another who beareth witness of me, 
and I know that the testimony whioh 
he giveth of me is true. 

34 Ye sent onto John, and he bare 
witness also onto the truth. 

35 And he received not his testi¬ 
mony of man, but of God, and ye 
yourselves say that he is a prophet, 
therefore ye ought to receive his tes¬ 
timony. These things I say that ye 
might be saved. 

36 He was a burning and a shining 
light; and ye were willing for a sea¬ 
son to rejoice in his light. 

37 But I have a greater witness 
than the testimony of John ; for the 
works which the Father hath given 
me to finish, tho same works that I 
do, bear witness of me, that the Fa¬ 
ther hath sent me. 

36 And the Father himself who sent 
me, hath borne witness of me. And 
verily I testify unto you, that ye 
have never heard his voioe at any 
time, nor seen his shape; 

39 For you have not his word 
abiding in you; and him whom he 
hath sent, ye believe not. 

40 Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life; 
and they are they whioh testify of 
me. 

41 And ye will not come to me that 
ye might have life, lest ye should 
honour me. 
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42 I reoeive do* honour from men. 

43 But I know you, that yo have 
aot the love of God in you. 

41 I am oomo in my Father's Dame, 
and ye receive me not; if another 
shall oome in hiB own name, him ye 
will receive. 

45 How can ye believe, who eeek 
honour one of another, and seek not 
the hononr which oometh from God 7 

46 Do not think that I will accuse 
yon to the Father; there is Moses 
who accuscth yon, in whom ye trust. 

47 For had ye believed Moses, ye 
would have believed me ; for he wrote 
of me. 

46 But if ye believe not his writings, 
how shall ye believe my words ? 

CHAPTER VI. 

Christ fiftieth five thousand—The people 
would make him king—He vralketh on the 
sea — Himself the oread of life—Many 
leave him. 

A FTER those things Jesus wont 
over the sea of Galilee, which is 
the sea of Tiberias. 

2 And a great multitude followed 
him, because they saw hie miracles 
which he did on them that were dis¬ 
eased. 

3 And Jesus went up into a moun¬ 
tain, and there he Bat with his disci¬ 
ples. 

4 And the passover, a feast of tho 
Jews, was nigh. 

5 When Jesus then lifted np his 
eyes, and saw a great oompany come 
unto him, he Baith unto Philip, 
Whence shall we buy bread, that 
these may eat? 

0 And this he said to prove him ; 
for he himself knew what he would do. 
7 Philip answered him, Two hun¬ 
dred pennyworth of bread is not 
sufficient for them, that every one of 
them may take a little. 

6 One of his disoiples, Andrew, Si¬ 
mon Peter's hrother, saitb unto him, 
9 There is a lad here, which hath 
five barley loaves, and two small 
fishes; but what are they among so 
many ? 

10 And Jesus said, Make the men 
sit down. Now there was muoh grass 
in the place. So the men sat down, 
in namber about five thousand. 

11 And Jesus took the loaves; and 
when he had given thanks, he dis¬ 
tributed to the disciples, and the dis¬ 


ciples to them that were set down ; 
and likewise of the fishes as much a* 
they would. 

12 When they had eaten and were 
satisfied, he said unto his disoiples, 
Gather np the fragments that remain, 
that nothing be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve baskets 
with the fragments of the fivo barley 
loaves, which remained over and 
above unto them that had eaten. 

14 Then those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Jesos did, said, 
This is of a truth that Prophet that 
should come into the world. 

15 When Jesus therefore perceived 
that they would come and take him 
by forco, to make him a king, he do 
parted again into a mountain him 
self alone. 

16 And when even was now come, 
bis disciples went down unto the sea, 

17 And entered into a ship, and 
went over the sea toward Capernaum. 
And it was now dark, and Jesus had 
not come to them. 

IB And the sea aroso by reason of 
a great wind that blew. 

19 So when they had towed about 
five and twenty or thirty furlongs, 
they saw Jesus walking on the sea, 
and drawing nigh unto the ship; and 
they were afraid. 

20 But he saith unto them, It is I; 
be not afraid. 

21 Then they willingly received him 
into the ship ; and immediately the 
ship was at the land whither they 
went. 

22 Tho day following, when the peo¬ 
ple, which stood on the other side of 
the sea, saw that there was none 
other boat there, save that one where 
into his disciples were entered, and 
that Jesus went not with his disciples 
into tho boat, but that his disciples 
were gone away alone; 

23 llowboit there camo other boats 
from Tiborias nigh unto the place 
whore thoy did eat bread, after that 
the Lord had given thanks ; 

24 When the people therefore saw 
that Jesus was not there, neither his 
disoiples, they also took shipping, 
and came to Capernaum, seeking for 
Jesus. 

1 25 And when they had found him 
I on the other side of the sea, they 
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•aid unto him, Rabbi, how earnest 
thou hither ? 

2ft Jesus ausworod them and said, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, Ye 
seek me, not becauso ye desire to keop 
my sayings, neither because ye saw 
the miraolcs, hut because yc did eat of 
the loaves and woro filled. 

27 Labour not for the meat whioh 
erishes, but for that meat whioh cn- 
uieth unto everlasting life, whioh 

the Son of Man hath power to give 
unto you; for him hath God the 
Father sealed. 

28 Thon said they unto him, What 
shall wo do, that we might work the 
works of God ? 

29 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, This is the work of God, that 
ye beliovo on him whom ho hath sent. 

30 They said therefore unto him, 
What sign Bhcwcst thou thon, that 
we may sco, and believe thee ? What 
dost thou work ? 

31 Our fathers did cat manna in the 
desert; as it is written, He gave 
them broad from heaven to eat. 

32 Then Jesus said unto thorn, Ve¬ 
rily, vorily, I say unto you, Moses 
gave you not that bread from hea¬ 
ven ; but my Father givoth you the 
true bread from heaven. 

33 For the bread of God is he whioh 
cometh down from heaven, and giveth 
life unto the world. 

34 Thon said they unto him. Lord, 
evermore give us this bread. 

35 And Jesus said unto them, I am 
the bread of life; he that cometh to 
me shall never hunger; and he that 
believoth on mo shall never thirst. 

36 But I said unto you, That ye 
also havo seen mo, and bolievo not. 

37 All that the Father givoth mo 
shall come to me; and him thAt com¬ 
eth to me I will in no wise oast out. 

38 For I came down from hoavon, 
not to do mine own will, but the will 
of him that sent me. 

39 And this is tho Father’s will 
whioh hath sont mo, that of all which 
he hath given me I should loso no¬ 
thing, but should raise it up again at 
tho last day. 

40 And this is the will of him that 
sent me, that every one whioh sooth 
the Bon, and believoth on him, may 
have everlasting life; and I will raiso 
him up in the resurrection of the just 


41 The Jews then murmured at him, 
heoause he said, T am the hread whioh 
camo down from heaven. 

42 And thoy said, Is not (his Jesus, 
the son of Joseph, whoso father and 
mother we know ? how is it then that 
he eaith, I camo down from heaven? 

43 Jesus therefore answered and 
said unto thorn, Murmur not among 
yourselves. 

44 No man can oome unto me, ex¬ 
cept he dooth tho will of my Father 
who hath Bent mo. And this is the 
will of him who hath sent me, that ye 
receive the Son ; for the Father bear- 
eth record of him; and he who re- 
ceiveth the testimony, and doeth the 
will of him who sent me, I will raiee 
up in the resurrection of the just. 

45 For it is written in the prophets, 
And these shall all he taught or God. 
Every man therefore that hath heard, 
and hath learned of the Father, com¬ 
eth unto me. 

46 Not that any man hath seen the 
Father, save he whioh is of God, be 
hath seen the Father. 

47 Verily, verily, I say unto yon. 
Tie that believeih on me hath ever¬ 
lasting life. 

48 I am that hread of life. 

49 This is the bread whioh oometh 
down from hoaven, that a man may 
eat thereof, and not die. 

50 Your fathers did eat manna in 
the wilderness, and are dead. 

51 But I am the living bread whioh 
came down from heaven ; if any man 
eat of this bread, he shall live for 
ever; and the hread that 1 will give 
Is my flesh, whioh I will givo for the 
life of the world. 

52 The Jews therefore strove among 
themselves, Baying, How oan this 
man give us his flesh to eat? 

53 Then Jesus said onto them, Ve¬ 
rily, verily, I say unto you, Exoept ye 
eat the flesh of the Son of Man, and 
drink his blood, ye have no life in you. 

54 Whoso eateth my flesh, and 
drinketh my blood, hath eternal life; 
and I will raise him up in tho resur¬ 
rection of the just; 

55 For my flosh is meat indeed, and 
my blood is drink indood. 

56 He that eateth my flesh, and 
drinketh my blood, dwolleth In me, 
and I in him. 

57 As the living Father hath sent 
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me, and I live by the Father; bo he 
that eateth me, even he shall live by 
me. 

58 Thjs id that bread which came 
down from heaven; not as your fa¬ 
thers did eat manna, and are dead; 
he that eateth of this bread shall live 
for ever. 

59 These things said he in the syna¬ 
gogue, as he taught in Capernaum. 

60 Many therefore of his disciples, 
when they had heard this, said. This 
is a hard saying ; who can hear it ? 

61 When Jesus knew in bimself 
that his disciples murmured at it, he 
said unto them, Doth this offend 
yon ? 

62 What and if ye shall see the Son 
of Man ascend np where he was bo- 
fore ? 

63 It is the Spirit that quickeneth ; 
the flesh profiteth nothing ; the words 
that I speak unto you, they are spirit, 
and they are life. 

64 But there are some of you that 
believe not. For Jesus knew from 
the beginning who they were that be¬ 
lieved not, and who should betray 
him. 

65 And he said, Therefore Baid I 
unto you, that no man can come unto 
me, except he doelh the will of my 
Father who hath sent me. 

66 From that time many of hie dis¬ 
ciples went back, and walked no more 
with him. 

67 Then said Jesus unto the twelve, 
Will ye also go away 7 

68 Then Simon Peter answered him. 
Lord, to whom shall we go ? thou hast 
the words of eternal life. 

69 And wo believe and are sure that 
Lhou art that Christ, the Son of the 
living Qod. 

70 Jesus answered them, Have not 
I chosen you twelve, and one of you 
is a devil ? 

71 He spake of Judas Iscariot the 
son of Bimon; for he it was that 
should betray him, being one of the 
twelve. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Jerus reprxmcth his kinsmen—Ooeth up to the 

feast of tabernacles—Teachelh in the tem¬ 
ple. 

FTER those things Jesus walked 
in Galilee; for he would not walk 
in Jewry, because the Jews sought to 
kill him. 


2 Now the Jews' feast of tabern&clea 
was at hand. 

3 His brethren therefore said unto 
him. Depart hence, and go into Ju¬ 
dea, that thy disciples there also maj 
see the works that thou docst. 

4 For there is no man that doeth anj 
thing in secret, and he himself scek- 
eth to be known openly. But if thou 
do these things, snow thyself to the 
world. 

5 For neither did his brethren he- 
lieve in him. 

6 Then Jesus said unto them, My 
time is not yet come; but your time 
is always ready. 

7 The world cannot hate yon; but 
me it hateth, because I testify of it, 
that the works thereof are evil. 

8 Go ye up unto this feast; I go not 
up yet onto this feast; for my time ir 
not yet full oome. 

9 When he had said these words 
unto them, he continued still in 
Galilee. 

10 But after his brethren were gone 
up, then went he also up unto tbe 
feast, not openly, but as it were iD 
secret. 

11 Then the Jews sought him at 
the feast, and said, Where is he ? 

12 And there was much murmuring 
among the people concerning him ; 
for some said, He is a good man; 
others said, Nay; but he deceived 
the people. 

13 Howbeit no man spake openly of 
him for fear of the Jews. 

14 Now about the midst of the feast 
Jesus went up into the temple, ami 
taught. 

15 And the Jews marvelled, saying, 
How knoweth this man letters, hav¬ 
ing never learned? 

16 Jesus answered them, and said. 
My dootriue is not mine, but his that 
sent me. 

17 If any man will do his will, he 
shall know of the doctrine, whether 
it be of God, or whether I speak of 
myself. 

18 He that spe&keth of himself 
seeketh his own glory; but he that 
seeketh his glory that sent him, the 
same is true, and no uurighteonsnesi 
is in him. 

19 Did not Moses give you the law, 
and yet none of you keepeth tbe law? 
Why go ye about to kill me? 
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20 The people answered and said, 
Tbou bast a devil; who goeth about 
lu kill (hoc ? 

21 .Jesus answered and said unto 
them, I have dono one work, and ye 
all marvel. 

22 Moses therefore gave unto you 
oiroumoision; (not bocause it is of 
Moses, but of the fathers;) and ye on 
the Sabbath day circumoise a man. 

23 If a man ou the Sabbath day 
reoeive circumcision, that the law of 
Moses should uol be broken; are ye 
angry at mo, because I have made a 
man every whil wbolo on the Sab¬ 
bath day ? 

21 Judge not according to your tra¬ 
ditions bm judge rightoousjudgment. 

25 'I ben snid some of them of Jeru¬ 
salem, Is not >his ho, whom they seek 
i<> kill ' 

2d Hut, lo, lie speuketh boldly, and 
they nay nothing unto him. Do the 
rulers know indcod that this is the 

v cry Christ ? 

27 Llowbcit wo know this man 
whence he is; but whou Christ com¬ 
et b, no man kuowoth whonce he is. 

28 Thou cried Jesus in the temple 
as be taught, saying. Ye both know 
me, and yo know whence I am ; and 
I am uot oomo of myself, but he that 
sent me is true, whom ye know not. 

29 But I kuow him ; for I am from 
him, and he hath sent mo. 

30 Thou they sought to take him; 
but no man laid hands on him, be¬ 
cause his hour waB not yet oome. 

31 And many of the people believed 
on him, and said, When Christ oom- 
elh, will ho do more mirooles than 
these which this man hath done ? 

32 Thu Pharisees hoard that the 
people murmured suoh things con¬ 
cerning him; and the Pharisees and 
(he chief priests sent officers to take 
him. 

33 Then said Jesus unto them, Yet 
a little while I am with you, and thon 
I go unto him that sent me. 

34 Ye shall seek tie, and shall uot 
find me; and where I am, thither ye 
onuuot oome. 

35 Then said the Jews among them- 
selvos, Whither will he go, that we 
shall not find him? will ho go unto 
the dispersed among the Gentiles, 
and teaoh the Qontiles? 

36 What manner of saying is this 
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that he said, Ye shall seek me, and 
shall not find me; and where I am 
thither ye oannot oome? 

37 In the la9t day, that great day 
of the feast, Jesus stood and criod, 
saying, If any man thirst, let him 
oome unto ino, and drink. 

38 He that believeth on me, as the 
Scripture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water. 

39 (But this spake he of the Spirit, 
whioh they that believe on him should 
receive ; for the Holy Ghost waB pro¬ 
mised unto them who believe, after 
that Jeans was glorified.) 

40 Many of the people therefore, 
when they heard thiB saying, Baid, 
Of a truth this is the Prophet. 

41 Others said. This is the Christ. 
But some said, Shall Christ oome out 
of Galilee? 

42 Hath not the Soripture said, That 
Christ cometh of the seed of David, 
and out of the town of Bethlehem, 
where David was? 

43 So there was a division among 
the people because of him. 

44 And some of them would have 
taken him; but no man laid hands 
on him. 

45 Then oame the offlaers to the 
ohief priests and Pharisees; and they 
said unto them, Why have ye not 
brought him ? 

46 The offioers answered, Never man 
spake like this man. 

47 Then answered them the Phari¬ 
sees, Are ye also deoeived ? 

48 Have any of the mlers or of the 
Pharisees believed on him ? 

49 But this people who knoweth not 
the law are oursed. 

50 Nieodemus saith unto them, (he 
that oame to Jesus by night being 
one of them,) 

51 Doth our law judge any man, 
before it hear him, and know what he 
doeth ? 

52 They answered and said unto 
him, Art thou also of Galilee ? Searoh, 
and look; for out of Galilee ariseth 
no prophet. 

53 And every man went unto his 
own house. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

The woman taken in adultery — Chrut tin 
light qf the world . 

ND Jesus went unto the mount 
of Olives. 
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2 Early In the morning he came 
agaiD into the temple, and all the 
people came unto him ; and he Bat 
down, and taught them. 

3 And tho soribes and Pharisees 
brought unto him a woman taken in 
adultery; and when they had Bet her 
in the midst of the people, 

4 They say unto trim, Master, this 
woman was taken in adultery, in the 
very act. 

5 Now Moees in the law commanded 
ob, that Bach should he stoned; but 
what sayest thou? 

0 This they said, tempting him, 
that they might have to accuse him. 
But Jobub stooped dowD, and with 
his finger wrote on the ground, as 
though he heard them not. 

7 So when they continued asking 
him, he lifted up himself, and said 
unto them, He that is without sin 
among you, let him first oast a stone 
at her. 

8 And again he stooped down, and 
wrote on the ground. 

9 And they which heard it, being 
convictod by their own conscience, 
went out of the temple one by one. 
beginning at the eldest, even unto the 
last; and Jesus was left alone, and 
tho woman was standing in the midst. 

10 When JeBus had raised up him¬ 
self, and saw none of her acousers, 
and the woman standing, he said 
unto her. Woman, where are those 
thine acusers ? hath no man con¬ 
demned thee ? 

11 She said, No man, Lord. And 
Jesus said unto her, Neither do I 
condemn thee; go, and sin no more. 
And the woman glorified God from 
that hour, and believed on his name. 

12 Then spake Jesus again unto 
them, saying, I am the light of the 
world ; he that followeth me shall not 
walk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life. 

13 The Pharisees therefore said 
unto him, Thou bearest reoord of 
thyself; thy record is not true. 

14 Jesus answered and said unto 
them. Though I hear record of my¬ 
self, yet my reoord is true; for I 
know whonce I oame, and whither I 
go; bat ye cannot tell whenoe I 
come, and whither I go. 

16 Ye judge after the flesh ; T judge 
no man. 


10 And yet if T Judge, my Judg 
ment is true; for I am not alone, bul 
I and the Father that sent me. 

17 It is also written in your law, 
that the testimony of two moo is true. 

18 I am one that bear witness of 
myself, and the Father that sent me 
beareth witness of me. 

19 Then said they unto him, Where 
is thy Fathor? Jesus answered, Ye 
neither know me, nor my Father; if 
ye had known me, ye should hue 
known my Father also. 

20 These words spake Jesus in '.he 
treasury, as he taught in the temple; 
and no man laid hands on him ; for 
his hour was not yet oome. 

21 Then said Jesus again unh> 
them, I go my way, and ye shall 
seek me, and shall die in your sins; 
whither I go, ye cannot como. 

22 Then said the Jews, Will he kill 
himself? because he saith, Whither I 
go, ye cannot come. 

23 And he said unto them, Ye arc 
from beneath ; I am from above ; ye 
are of this world; I am not of this 
world. 

24 T said therefore unto you, thai 
ye shall die in yonr sins; for if ye 
believe not thAt I am he, ye shall 
die in your sins. 

25 Then said they unto him, Who 
art thou 7 And Jesns saith unto 
them, Even the same that I said 
unto you from the beginning. 

26 I have many things to say and 
to judge of you ; but he that sent me 
is true; and I speak to the world 
those things which I have heard of 
him. 

27 They understood not that be 
spake to them of tho Father. 

28 Then said Jesus unto them, 
When ye have lifted up the Son of 
Man, then shall ye know that I am 
he, and that I do nothing of myself; 
but as my Father hath taught me, I 
speak these things. 

29 And he that sent me is with me; 
the Father hath not left me alone; 
for I do always those things that 
please him. 

30 As he spake these words, many 
believed on him. 

31 Then eaid Jesus to those Jews 
whioh believed on him, If ye continue 
iu my word, then are ye my disciples 
indeed ; 
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32 And ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make yon free. 

33 They nnawored him, We be 
Abraham’s soed, and were never in 
bondage to any man; how sayest 
thou, Ye shall be made free? 

34 Jesus answered them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Whosoever 
oommittolh sin is the servant of sin. 

35 And the servant abideth not in 
the honse for ever, but the Son ahid- 
eth ever. 

36 If the Sou thorofore shall make 
you free, ye shAll be free indeed. 

37 I know that ye are Abraham's 
seed; but yo seek to kill me because 
my word hath no plaon in yon. 

3fl I speak that which I have seen 
with niy Father; and ye do that 
which ye bare seen with your father. 

30 They answered and said unto 
him, Abraham is our father. Jesus 
eaith unto them. If ye were Abra¬ 
ham’s ohildren, ye would do the 
works of Abraham. 

40 But now yo seek to kill me, a 
man that hath told you the truth, 
which I have heard of God; this did 
not Abraham. 

41 Ye do the doeds of your father. 
Then said they to him. We be not 
born of fornication ; we have one Fa¬ 
ther, even God. 

42 Jesus said onto them, If God 
were your Father, yo would love me; 
for I proccedod forth and came from 
God; neither came I of myself, but 
he sent mo. 

43 Why do ye not understand my 
speoch ? even booause ye cannot boar 
my word. 

44 Ye aro of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye will 
do; he was a murdoror from tho be¬ 
ginning, and nbodo not in the troth, 
heoauso there is no troth in him. 
When he spoaketh a lie, he spoAkoth 
of his own ; for be is a liar, and tho 
father of it. 

46 And booanso I loll yon the truth, 
ye believe me not. 

46 Which of you oonvinoelh me of 
sin ? And if I say the trnth, why do 
ye not boliove mo 7 

47 He that is of God rooeiveth God’s 
words; ye therefore receive thorn not, 
beoause ye aro not of Ood. 

48 Thon answered the Jews, and 
•aid unto him, Say we not well that 


thou art a Samaritan, and bast a 
devil 7 

40 Jesus answered, I have not a 
devil; but I honour my Father, and 
ye do dishonour me. 

60 And I seek not mine own glory; 
there is one that soeketh and judgeth. 

61 Verily, verily, I say nnto you, 
If a man keep my saying, he shall 
nover see death. 

52 Then said the Jews unto him, 
Now we know that thou haBt a devil. 
Abraham is doad, and tho prophets; 
and thou sayest, If a man keep my 
saying, he shall nover taste of death. 

63 Art tbon greater than onr father 
Abraham, which it dead 7 and the 
prophets are doad; whom makest 
thou thyself? 

54 Jesus answered, If I honour my¬ 
self, my honour is nothing; it is my 
father that honooreth me; of whom 
ye say, that he is your God; 

65 Yet ye have not known him; 
bnt I know him ; and if I should say, 
I know him not, I shall be a liar like 
nnto you; but I know him, and keep 
his saying. 

56 Your fathor Abraham rejoioed 
to see my dfty; and he saw it, and 
was glad. 

67 Then said the Jews unto him, 
Thon art not yet fifty years old, and 
hast thou seen Abraham 7 

58 Jesus BAid unto them, Verily, 
verily, I say nnto yon, Before Abra¬ 
ham was, I am. 

50 Then took they up stones to oast 
at him; but Jesus hid himself, and 
went out of the temple, going through 
the midst of them, aud so passed hy. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The man Utni wat bom blind ratored to 
tight. 

ND as Jesus passed by, ho saw a 
man whioh was blind from his 
birth. 

2 And his disciples asked him say¬ 
ing, Master, who did sin, this man, or 
his parents, that he was born blind 7 

3 Jesus answered, Neither hath this 
man sinned, nor his parents; but 
that the works of God should be 
made manifest in him. 

4 I must work the works of him 
that sent me, while I am with yon; 
the time oomelh when I shall have 
finished my work, then I go unto the 
Father. 
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5 As lung as I am in the world, I 
am the light of the world. 

6 When ho had thus spoken, be 
spat on the ground, and made clay 
of the spittle, and he anointed the 
eyes of the blind man with tbe clay, 

7 And saLl unto him, Go, wash in 
Lho pool of Silonm, (which is by in¬ 
terpretation, Sent.) He went his way 
therefore, and washed, and came see¬ 
ing. 

8 The neighbours therefore, and 
they which before had seen him that 
he was blind, said, Is not this he that 
sat and begged ? 

9 Some said. This is he; others 
said, He is like him; but he said, I 
am he. 

10 Therefore said they unto him, 
How were thine eyes opened ? 

11 He answered and said, A man 
that is called Jesus made clay, and 
anointed mine eyes, and said unto 
me, Go to the pool of Siloam, and 
wash ; and I went and washed, and 
I received sight. 

12 Then said they unto him. Where 
is he ? He said, I know not. 

13 And they brought him who had 
been blind to the Phariscos. 

14 And it was the Sabbath day 
when Jesus made the olay, and open¬ 
ed his eyes. 

15 Then again the Pharisees also 
asked him how he had received his 
sight. He said unto them, no put 
olay upon mine eyes, and I washed, 
and do see. 

16 Therefore said some of the Pha¬ 
risees, This man is not of God, be¬ 
cause he keepeth not the Sabbath 
day. Others said, How can a man 
that is a sinner do such miracles ? 
And there was a division among 
them. 

17 They say unto the blind man 
again, What sayest thou of him who 
hath opened thine eyes? lie said, 
He is a prophet. 

18 But the Jews did not believe 
ooncerning him, that he had heon 
blind, and received his sight, until 
they called the parents of him that 
had received his sight. 

19 And they asked them, saying, Is 
this your son, who ye say was born 
blind? how then doth he now see? 

20 His parents answered them and 
•aid, We know that this is our 


son, and that he was born blind' 

21 But by what means he nov 
seeth, we know notj or who hath 
opened his eyes, we know not; he it 
of age; ask him; he shall speak fc 
himself. 

22 These words spake his parents, 
because they feared the Jews; for 
tbe Jews had agreod already, that 
if any man did confess that he waj 
Christ, he should be put out of the 
synagogue. 

23 Therefore said his parents, He 
is of age; aBk him. 

24 Then again called they the man 
that was blind, and said unto him, 
Give God the praise; we know that 
this man is a sinner. 

25 He answered and said, Whether 
he be a sinner or no, I know not; 
one thing I know, that, whereas I 
was hlind, now I see. 

26 Then said they to him again, 
What did he to thee? how opened 
he thine eyes ? 

27 He answered them, I have told 
you already, and ye did not believe ; 
wherefore would you believe if I 
should tell you again ? and would 
you be his disoiples? 

28 Then they reviled him, and Baid, 
Thou art his disciple; but we are 
Moses' disciples. 

29 We know that God spake unto 
Moses; as for this man we know not 
from whenco he is. 

30 The man answered and said 
unto them, Why herein is a marvel¬ 
lous thing, that ye know not from 
whence he i9, and yet he hath opened 
mine oyes. 

31 Now we know that God hearetb 
not sinners; hut if any man he a 
worshipper of God, and doeth hii 
will, him he heareth. 

32 Since the world began was it 
not heard that any man opened the 
eyes of one that was born mind, ex- 
oopt ho be of God. 

33 If this man were not of God, he 
could do nothing. 

34 Thoy answered and said unto 
him, Thou wast altogether horn in 
sins, and dost thou teaoh us? Ai.d 
they cast him out. 

35 Jesus heard that they had cast 
him out; and whei_ he had found 
him, he said unto him, Dost thou be 
lieve on the Son of God? 
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30 Ho anBwered and said, Who is 
ho, Lord, that I might believe on 
him 7 

37 And Jcbub said unto him, Thou 
hast both seen bim, and it is be that 
talkoth with thee. 

38 And he said, Lord, I believe. 
And be worshipped him. 

39 And Jcbus said. For judgment I 
am come into tbis world, that they 
whioh see not might see; and that 
they which see might be made blind. 

40 And some of the Pharisees whioh 
were with him heard these words, 
and said unto him, Are we blind 
also 7 

41 Jesus said unto them, If ye were 
blind, ye should have no sin; but 
now ye say. We see; therefore yoar 
sin rem&ineth. 

CHAPTER X. 

Chntt it the door , and the. good thepherd — 

Divert opiniont of him—Many believed 

on him. 

V ERILY, verily, I say unto yon, 
lie that onteroth not by the door 
into the shcepfold, but climbeth up 
some other way, the same is a thief 
and a robber. 

2 But he that ontcreth in by Iho 
door is the shepherd of the sheep. 

3 To him the porter openeth; and 
ibe sheep hoar his voice; and he 
calleth his own sheep by name, and 
leadeth them out. 

4 And when he putteth forth his 
own sheep, he gooth before them, 
and Lho sheep follow him ; for they 
know hiB voice. 

5 And a stranger will they not fol¬ 
low, but will flee from him ; for they 
know not the voice of strangers. 

6 This parable spake Jesus unto 
them; but they understood not what 
things they were which he spake 
unto them. 

7 Then said Jesus unto them again, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am 
the door of the sheepfold. 

8 All that ever oame before me who 
testified not of me are thieves and 
robbers; but the sbeep did not hear 
them. 

9 I am tho door; by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, And shall 
go in and out, and And pasture. 

10 The thief oomolh uot, but for to 
steal, and to kill, and to dostroy ; 
1 am como that they might have life, 


and that they might have It more 
abundantly. 

11 I am the good shepherd; the 
good shepherd givoth his life for his 
sheep. 

12 And the shepherd is not as a 
hireling, whose own the sheep are 
not, who sceth the wolf coming, and 
leaveth the sheep, and fleeth; and 
the wolf oatcheth the sheep aud 
scatterelh them. 

13 For I am the good shepherd, 
and know my sheep, and am known 
of mine. 

14 But he who is a hireling fleeth, 
beoause he is a hireling, and careth 
not for tho sheep. 

15 As the Father knoweth me, even 
so know I the Father; and I lay 
down my life for the sheep. 

10 And other sheep I have, whioh 
are not of this fold ; them also I must 
bring, and they shall hear my voice; 
and there shall be one fold, and one 
shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father love 
mo, beoause I lay down my life, that 
I might take it again. 

18 No man taketh it from me, but I 
lay it down of myself. I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power to 
take it again. This commandment 
have I received of my Father. 

19 There was a division therefore 
again among the Jews for these say¬ 
ings. 

20 And many of them said, lie hath 
a devil, and is mad; why hear ye 
him ? 

21 Others said, These are not the 
words of him that hath a devil. Can 
a devil open the eyes of tho blind ? 

22 And it was at Jerusalem the 
feast of the dedication, and it was 
winter. 

23 And Jesus walked in the temple 
in Solomon's porch. 

24 Then came the Jews round about 
him, and said unto him, How long 
dost thou make us to doubt 7 If thou 
bo the Christ, tell us plainly. 

25 Jesus answered them, I told you, 
and ye believed not; the works that 
I do in my Father's name, they bear 
witness of me. 

20 But ye believe not, beoanse ye 
are not of my sheep, as I said unto you. 
27 My sheep hear my voice, and I 
know them, and they follow me; 
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28 And 1 give unto them eternal 
life; and Lboy shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them out 
of my hand. 

29 My Father, wbioh gave them me, 
ia greater than all; and no man is 
able to pluck them out of my Father's 
hand. 

30 I and my Fathor are one. 

31 Then the Jews took up stones 
again to stone him. 

32 Jesus answerod them. Many good 
works have I showed you from my 
Father; for whioh of those works do 
ye stone me? 

33 The Jews answered him, saying, 
For a good work we stone thee not; 
but for blasphemy; and because that 
thou, being a man, makest thyself 
Ood. 

34 Jesus answered them, Is it not 
written in your law, I said, Ye are 
gods? 

35 If he called them gods, unto 
whom the word of God came, and the 
Soripture cannot be broken; 

30 Say ye of him, whom tbe Father 
hath sanctified, and sent into the 
world, Thou blasphemest; because I 
said, I am the Son of God ? 

37 If I do not the workB of my Father, 
believe me not. 

38 But if I do, though ye believe not 
me, believe the works; that ye may 
know, and believe, that the Father is 
in me, and I in him. 

39 Therefore they sought again to 
take him; but he escaped out of their 
hand, 

40 And went away again beyond 
Jordan into tho place where John at 
first baptized; and there he abode. 

41 And many resorted unto him, and 
said, John did no miracle; but all 
things that John spake of this man 
wore true. 

42 And many believed on him there. 

C1IAPTKR XI. 

ChrUt raiidJi Lazarua—Many Jrwt Mievf — 
Ouiapha* prophesicth—Jtius hid himaelf. 
OW a certain man was sick, whose 
name was Lazarus, of the town 
of Bethany; 

2 And Mary, his sister, who anointed 
the Lord with ointment and wiped 
his feet with her hair, lived with ner 
sister Martha, in whose house her 
brother Lazarus was sick. 

3 Therefore his sisters sent unto him, 


Baying, Lord, behold, ho whom thou 
loveet is sick. 

4 And when Jesus heard he was sick, 
he said, This sickness is not uutc 
death, but for the glory ?f God, that 
the Son of God might be glorified 
thereby. 

6 Now Jesus loved Martha, and her 
sister, and Lazarus. 

0 And Jeans tarried two days, after 
he heard that Lazarus was sick, in the 
same place where he was. 

7 After that be Baid unto his disci 
pies, Let us go into Judea again. 

8 But his diacipleB said unto him, 
Master, tho JewB of late sought to 
stone thee; and goest thou thither 
again ? 

9 Jesus answered, Are there not 
twelve hours in tbe day ? If any man 
walk in the day, he atumbleth not. 
because he seeth the light of this 
world. 

10 But if a man walk in the night, 
he etumbleth, because there is no light 
in him. 

11 These things said he; and after 
that he flaith unto them, Our friend 
Lazarus alcepeth; but I go, that I 
may awake him out of sleep. 

12 Then said hie disciples, Lord, if 
he sleep, he shall do well. 

13 Howbeit Jesus epakeof hisdeath, 
but they thought that he had spoken 
of taking of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jeeus onto them plain 
Iy, Lazarus ia dead. 

15 And I am glad for your eakee 
that I was not there, to the intent ye 
may believe; nevertheless let ua go 
unto him. 

16 Then said Thomas, which ia called 
Didymus, onto his fellow disciples, 
Let ua also go, that we may die with 
him; for they feared lest the Jews 
should take Jesus and put him to 
death, for as yet they dia not under¬ 
stand the power of God. 

17 And when Jesus came to Betha¬ 
ny, to Martha's bouse, Lazarus had 
already been in the grave four days. 

18 Now Bethany was nigh unto 
Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs 
off; 

19 And many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them 
concerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as soon as she heard 
that Jesus was coming, went and 
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met him ; but Mary sat still in the 
house. 

21 Then said Martha unto Jobus, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, mj 
brother bad not died. 

22 U ut I know, that oven now, what¬ 
soever thou wilt ask of God, God will 
give it thee. 

23 Jeeus Baith unto hor, Thj bro¬ 
ther Bhall rise again. 

24 Martha saith unto him, I know 
that he shall riBo again in the rosur- 
reotion at the last day. 

25 Jesus said unto her, I am the re¬ 
surrection, and the life; he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he wore dead, 
yet shall ho live; 

26 And whosoever liveth and believ- 
eth in me shall nevor die. Believest 
thou this ? 

27 She saith unto him, Tea, Lord; 
I believe that thou art the Christ, the 
Son of God, which should oome into 
the world. 

26 And when she had bo said, she 
went her way, and oalled Mary her 
sistor soorotly, saying, The Master is 
come, and oalleth for thee. 

29 As soon as Mary hoard that Jesus 
was oome, she arose quiokly, and oame 
unto him. 

30 Now Jesus was not yet oome into 
the town, but was in the plaoe where 
Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with 
her in the house, and comforted her, 
when they saw Mary, that she rose up 
hastily and went out, followed her, 
saying, She goeth unto the grave to 
weep thore. 

32 Then wbon Mary was come where 
Jesus was, and bow him, Bhe fell down 
at his feet, saying uuto him, Lord, if 
thou hadsl beer boro, uiy brother had 
not died. 

33 When Jesus therefore saw her 
weeping, and the Jews also weeping 
which came with her, he groaned in 
the spirit, and was troubled, 

34 And said, Whoro have ye laid 
him ? They say unto him, Lord, oome 
and see. 

35 Jesus wept. 

36 Then said the Jews, Behold bow 
he loved him! 

37 And Bomo of them said, Could not 
this man, which opened the eyes of 
the blind, havo caused that even this 
man should not have died ? 
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36 Jesus therefore again groaning In 
himseif comoth to the grave. It was 
a oave, and a stone lay upon it. 

30 Jeeus said, Take ye away the 
stone. Martha, the sistor of him that 
was dead, saith unto him, Lord, by 
this time he stinketh; for he hath 
boon dead four days. 

40 Jesus saith unto hor, Said I not 
unto thoo, that, if thou wouldest be¬ 
lieve, thou shouldest see tho glory of 
God? 

41 Then they took away the stone 
from the plaoe where the dead was 
laid. Ana Jesus lifted up his eyeB, 
and said, Father, I thank thee that 
thou hast hoard mo. 

42 And I knew that thon hearest 
me always; but beoause of the peo¬ 
ple whioh stand by I said it, that 
they may believe that thou hast sent 
me. 

43 And when he thus had spoken, 
he oried with a loud voioe, L&tarus, 
oome forth. 

44 And he that was dead oame 
forth, bound hand and foot with 
grave-olothes; and his face was bound 
about with a napkin. Josus saith 
unto them, Loose him, and lot him 
go. 

43 Then many of tho Jews whioh 
oame to Mary, and had seen the 
things whioh Jesus did, believed on 
him. 

46 But some of them went their 
ways to the Pharisees, and told them 
what things Jesus had dono. 

47 Thon gathered the ohief priests 
and the Pharisees a oounoil, and said, 
What shall wo do ? for this man do- 
eth many miracles. 

46 If we let him thus alone, all men 
will believe on him; and the Romans 
shall oome and take away both our 
plooo and nation. 

49 And one of them, named Caia- 
phas, being the high priest that same 
year, said unto thorn, Ye knew no¬ 
thing at all, 

50 Nor oousider that it is expedient 
for us, that one man should die for 
the people, and that tho whole nation 
perish not. 

51 And this spake he not of him¬ 
self; hut being high priest that year, 
he prophosiod that Jesus should die 
for that nation; 

52 And not for that nation only,

hut that also he should gather toge¬ 
ther id one the children of God that 
wero scattered abroad. 

53 Then from that day forth they 
took counsel together for to put him 
to death. 

54 Jesus therefore walked no more 
openly among the JewB; but went 
thence unto a country near to the 
wilderness, into a city called Eph¬ 
raim, and there continued with his 
disciples. 

55 And the Jews’ paasorer was nigh 
at hand; and many went out of the 
oountry up to Jerusalem before the 
paseover, to purify themselves. 

56 Then sought they for Jesus, and 
spake among themselves, as they 
stood in the tomple, What think ye 
of Jeans? Will ne not come to the 
feast? 

57 Now both the chief priests and 
the Pharisees had given a command¬ 
ment, that, if any man knew where 
ho was, he should show them, that 
they might take him. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Mary anointing Jcsuf feel—Christ rideth 

into Jerusalem—He foreteUeth his death — 

Many chief rulers believe, but do not con¬ 
fess him. 

HEN Jesus six days before the 
passover came to Bethany, where 
Lazarus was which had been dead, 
whom ho raised from the dead. 

2 There they made him a suppor; 
and Martha served; but Lazarus was 
one of them that Bat at the table with 
him. 

3 Then took Mary a pound of oint¬ 
ment of spikenard, very costly, and 
anointed the feet of Jesus, and wiped 
his feet with her hair; and tho house 
was filled with the odour of the oint¬ 
ment. 

4 Then saith one of his disoiple9, 
Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, which 
should betray him, 

5 Why was not this ointment sold 
for three hundred pence, and givon 
to the poor? 

6 This he said, not that he oared 
for the poor; but because he was a 
thiof, and had tho bag, and bare 
what was pul therein. 

7 Then said Josus, Lot hor alone; 
for she hath preserved this ointment 
until now, that she might anoint mo 
in token of my burial. 


8 For the poor alwaj s ye have with 
you; hut me ye have not always. 

9 Much people of the Jews there¬ 
fore knew that he was there; and 
they came not for Jesus’ sake only, 
but that they might see Lazarus also, 
whom he bad raised from the dead. 

10 But the chief priests consulted 
that they might put Lazarus also to 
death; 

11 Because that by reason of him 
many of the Jews went away, and 
believed on Jesus. 

12 On the next day much people 
that were come to the feast, when 
they heard that Jesus was coming to 
Jerusalem, 

13 Took branches of palm trees, 
and went forth to meet him, and 
cried, Hosanna; Blessed is the Ring 
of Israel that cometh in the name of 
the Lord. 

14 Aod Jesus, when he had sent 
two of his disciples and got a young 
ass, sat thereon; as it is written, 

15 Fear not, daughter of Sion ; he- 
hold, thy King cometh, sitting on an 
ass’s colt. 

16 These things understood not hia 
disciples at the first; hut when Jesus 
was glorified, then remembered they 
that these things were written of him, 
and that they had done these things 
unto him. 

17 The people therefore that was 
with him when he called Lazarus out 
of his grave, and raised him from 
the dead, bare record. 

18 For this cause the people also 
met him, for that they heard that he 
had done this miracle. 

19 The Pharisees therefore said 
among themsolvos, Perceive ye how 
ye prevail nothing? behold, the world 
is gone after him. 

20 Aod there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to worship 
at the feast; 

21 The same came therefore to 
Philip, whioh was of Bethsaida of 
Galileo, and desired him, saying, Sir, 
we would see Jesus. 

22 Philip cometh and telleth An¬ 
drew; and again Andrew and Philip 
toll Jesus. 

23 And Jesus answered them, say 
ing, Tho hour is come, that the Son 
of Man should he glorified. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
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Except a oorn of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abidoth alone; 
but if it die, it bringelh forth muoh 
fruil. 

26 lie that lovoth hie life shall lose 
it; and ho that hateth his life in 
this world shall keep it unto life 
eternal. 

20 If any man serve me, let him 
follow me; aod whore I am, there 
shall also my servant bo; if any man 
serve me, him will my Father ho¬ 
nour. 

27 Now is my soul troubled; and 
what shall I say ? Father, save me 
from this hour; but for this cause 
oame I unto this hour. 

28 Father, glorify thy name. Then 
oame thore a voice from heaven, say¬ 
ing, I have both glorified it, and will 
glorify it again. 

29 The people therefore that Btood 
by, and heard it, said that it thun¬ 
dered; others said, An angol spake to 
him. 

30 Jesus answered and said, This 
voice came not because of me, but 
for your sakos. 

31 Now is the judgment of this 
world; now shall the prince of this 
world be oast out. 

32 And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me. 

33 This he said, signifying what 
death he should die. 

34 The people answered him, We 
have heard out of tbe law that Christ 
abidoth for ever; and how sayest 
thou, The Son of Man must be lifted 
np? who is this Son of Man ? 

35 Then Jesus said unto thorn, Yet 
a little while iB the light with you. 
Walk while ye have the light, lest 
darkness oome upon you; for he that 
walkoth in darkness knoweth not 
whither he goetb. 

30 While yo have light, believe in 
the light, that ye may be the ohildren 
of light. These things spake Jesus, 
and departed, and did hide himBelf 
from them. 

37 But though he had done so many 
miracles before them, yet they believed 
not on him ; 

38 That the saying of Esaias the 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he 
spake. Lord, who hath believed our 
report? and to whom hath Iho arm 
of the Lord been revealed 7 


39 Therefore they oould not believe, 
because that Esaias said again, 

40 He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart; that they should 
not see with their eyes, nor understand 
with their heart, and be converted, 
and I should heal them. 

41 These things said Esaias, when 
ho saw his glory, and spake of him. 

42 Nevertheless among the chief 
rulers also many believed on him; 
but because of the Pharisees thoy did 
not confess him, lest they should be 
put out of the synagogue; 

43 For they loved the praise of men 
more than the praise of God. 

44 Jesus cried and said, He that 
believeth on me, believeth not on me, 
but on him that sent me. 

45 And he that aecth me seeth him 
that sent me. 

40 I am come a light into the world, 
that whosoever bolieveth on me 
should not abide in darkness. 

47 And if any man hear my words, 
and believe not, Ijudgo him not; for 
I oame not to judge the world, but to 
save the world. 

48 He that rejecteth me, and re- 
ceiveth not my words, hath one that 
judgoth him; the word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him in 
the last day. 

49 For I havo not spoken of myself; 
but the Father which sent me, he gave 
mo a commandment, what I should 
say, and what I should speak. 

50 And I know that his command¬ 
ment is life everlasting; whatsoever 
I speak therefore, even as the Father 
said unto me, so I speak. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

Jesue wa.sheih the (ti sex pits’ fat — Oommand- 
eth (hrm to love ant another. 

OW before the feast of the pass- 
over, when Jesus knew that his 
hour was come that he should dopart 
out of this world unto the Fatner, 
having loved his own which were in 
the world, he loved them unto the 
end. 

2 And supper being ended, the 
devil having now put into the heart 
of Judas Isoariot, Simon's son, to be 
tray him; 

3 Jesus knowing that the Father 
had given all things into his hands, 
and that he was oome from God, and 
went to God ; 
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4 He riseth from supper, and laid 
aside his garments; and took a tow¬ 
el, and girded himself. 

5 Aftor that he poureth water into 
a basin, and he oegan to wash the 
disoiples' foot, and to wipe them with 
the towel whore with he was girded. 

fl Then comoth he to Simon Peter; 
and Pc:or saith unto him, Lord, dost 
thou wash iny feet ? 

7 Jesus answered and said unto him, 
What I do thou knowest not now; 
but thou shalt know hereafter. 

8 Peter saith unto him, Thou need- 
est not to wash my feet. Jesus an¬ 
swered him, If I wash thee not, thou 
hast no part with mo. 

9 Simon Peter saith unto him. Lord, 
not my feet only, but also my hands 
and my head. 

10 Jesus saith to him, He that has 
washed his hands and his head, need- 
eth not save to wash his feet, but is 
olean every whit; and ye are clean, 
but not all. Now this was the custom 
of (ho Jews under their law; where¬ 
fore, Jesus did this that the law might 
be fulfilled. 

11 For he knew who should betray 
bim; therefore said he, Ye are not all 
clean. 

12 So After he had washed their 
feet, and had taken his garments, and 
was Bet down again, he said unto 
them, Know ye what I have done to 
you ? 

13 Ye call me Master and Lord; 
and ye say well; for so I am. 

14 If I tnen, your Lord and Master, 
have washed your feet; yo also ought 
to wash one another's feet. 

15 For I have given you an exam- 

le, that ye should do as I have 

one to you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
The servant is not greater than his 
lord ; neither he that is sent greater 
than he that sent him. 

17 If ye know these things, happy 
are ye if ye do thorn. 

18 I speak not of you all; I know 
whom I have ohoson; but that the 
Soripture may be fulfilled, He that 
eateth bread with me hath lifted up 
his hoel against me. 

19 Now I tell you before it come, 
that, whuu it is ooino to pass, ye may 
beliovo that I am the Christ. 

20 Verily, verify, I say unto you, 


He that reoeiveth whomsoever I send 
reoeiveth me; and he that receiveth 
me reoeiveth him that sent mo. 

21 When Jesus had thas said, he 
was troubled in spirit, and testified, 
and said, Verily, verily I say unto 
you, that one of you shall betray me. 

22 Then the disciples looked one on 
another, doubting of whom he spake. 

23 Now there was leaning on Jesus' 
bosom one of his disciples, whom 
Jesus loved. 

24 Simon Peter therefore beckoned 
to him, that he shoold ask who il 
should be of whom he spake. 

25 He then lying on Jesus' breast 
saith unto him, Lord, who is it? 

20 Jesus answered, He it is, to whom 
I shall give a sop, when I have dip¬ 
ped it. And when ho had dipped the 
sop, he gave it to Jndas Iscanot, the 
son of Simon. 

27 And after the sop Satan entered 
into him. Then said Jesus unto him, 
That thou doest, do quickly. 

28 Now no man at the table knew 
for what intent he spake this unto 
him. 

29 For somr of them thought, be¬ 
cause Judas had the bag, that Jesui 
had said nnto him. Buy those things 
that we have need of against the 
feast; or, that he should give some¬ 
thing to the poor. 

30 He then, having reoeived the 
sop, went immediately out; and il 
was night. 

31 Therefore, when ho was gone 
out, Jesus said, Now is the Son of 
Man glorified, and Ood is glorified in 
him. 

32 If God be glorified in him, God 
shall also glorify him in himself, and 
shall straightway glorify him. 

33 Little children, yet a little while 
I am with you. Yo shall seek me; 
and as I said unto the Jews, Whithei 
I go, ye cannot come; so now I say 
to you. 

34 A now commandment I give onto 
you, That ye love one another; oa 1 
have loved you, that ye also love one 
another. 

35 By this shall all men know that 
yo are my disoiples, if ye have love 
one to another. 

36 Simon Potor said unto him, Lord, 
whither gocsl thou 7 Jesus answered 
him, Whither I go, thou oanst not 
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>ollow mo now; bul thou shalt follow 
tne afterwards. 

37 Petor said unto him, Lord, why 
o&Duot I follow thee now ? I will lay 
down my life for thy sake. 

38 JesuB answered him, Wilt thou 
lay down thy life for my sake? Ve¬ 
rily, verily, I say unto theo, The oook 
shall not orow, till thou hast denied 
me thrioe. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Cfcri/f the way, the truth, and the HfCj and 
one with the blither—Their jrrayen in hit 
name effectual—Requesteth love and obedi¬ 
ence—Ftoniiteih the Holy Ohott the Com¬ 
forter. 

ET not your heart be troubled; 
yo believe in God, holieve also in 

me. 

2 In my Father's house are many 
mansions; if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. 

3 And when I go, I will prepare a 
place for you, and oome again, and 
reoeive you unto myself; that where 
I am, ye may be also. 

4 And whither I go ye know, and 
the way ye know. 

5 Thomas saith unto him, Lord, we 
know not whither thou goost; and 
how can we know the way ? 

0 Jesus saith unto him, I am tho 
way, the truth, and the life; no man 
cometh unto the Father, but by me. 

7 If ye had known mo, yo should 
have known my Father also; and 
from henooforth ye know him, and 
havo soon him. 

B Philip saith unto him, Lord, show 
us the Fathor, and it suffloeth us. 

0 Jcbub saith unto him, Have I 
been so long time with you, and yet 
hast thou not known me, Philip 7 he 
that hath seon me hath seen the 
Fathor; and how sayest thou then, 
3how us the Fathor? 

10 Believest thou not that I am in 
the Father, and the Father in me? 
the words that I speak unto you I 
speak not of myself; but the Father 
that dwelleth in me, he doeth the 
works. 

11 Ilolieve me that I am in the 
Father, and tho Fathor in me; or else 
bolieve me for tho vory works' sake. 

12 Verily, verily, I any unto yon, 
He that bolioveth on me, the works 

1 do shall ho do also ; and greater 


12! 

works than these shall he do ; becaust 
I go unto my Fathor. 

13 And whatsoever yo shall ask in 
my name, that will I do, that tho 
Father may bo glorified in tho Son. 

14 If ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, I will do it. 

15 If ye love me, keep my oom- 
mandments. 

10 And I will pray the Fathor, and 
ho shall givo you another Comforter, 
that he may abido with you forever; 

17 Even the Spirit of truth; whom 
tho world cannot rocoive, because it 
socth him not, neither knowoth him; 
but ye know him ; for ho dwelleth 
with you, and shall be in you. 

18 I will not leave you comfortless; 
I will come to you. 

19 Yet a little while, and the world 
seoth mo no more; but yo see me ; 
because I livo, ye shall live also. 

20 At that day ye ehAll know that 
I am in my Father, and ye in me, 
and I in you. 

21 He that hath my commandments, 
and keepeth them, he it is that loveth 
me ; and he that lovoth mo shall bo 
loved of my Father, and I will love 
him, and will manifest myself to him. 

22 Judas saith unto him, (not Isca¬ 
riot,) Lord, how is it thou wilt mani¬ 
fest thyself onto us, and not unto the 
world ? 

23 Josus answorod and said unto 
him, If a man love mo, he will keep 
my words; and my Father will love 
him, and wo will como unto him, 
and make our abodo with him. 

24 lie that lovoth me not koepeth 
not my sayings; and tho word wnioh 
ye hoar is not mine, but the Father’s 
whioh sent me. 

25 These things have I spoken unto 
you, being yet present witn you. 

20 But the Comforter, whioh is the 
Holy Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my name, ho shall teach you 
All things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever I 
have said unto you. 

27 Peace I leave with yon, my 
poaoe I give unto you; not as the 
world givoth, give I unto you. Let 
not your heart he troubled, neither 
let it be afraid. 

28 Ye have heard how I said unto 
you, I go away, and oome again 
unto you. If ye loved me, ye would 
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rejoice, becauao I said, I go unto the 
Father; for my Father \b greater 
than I. 

29 And now I have told you before 
it come to pass, that, when it is come 
to pass, ye might believe. 

30 llcrcaftcr I will not talk much 
with you ; for the prince of darknesB, 
who is of this world, cometh, but 
hath no power over me, but he hath 
power over you. 

31 And I tell you these things, that 
ye may know that I love the Father; 
and as the Father gave me command¬ 
ment, even so I do. Arise, lot ue go 
hence. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The parable of the vine—The hatred and 

persecution of the world — The office of the 

Holy Ghost, and of the apostles. 

AM the true vine, and my Father 
is the husbandman. 

2 Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit he taketh away ; and every 
branch that bcarclh fruit, he purgeth 
it, that it may bring forth more fruit. 

3 Now yo are clean through the 
word which I have spoken nnto you. 

4 Abide in me, and I in you. As 
the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, 
except it abide in the vine ; no more 
oan ye, except ye abide in me. 

6 I am the vine, ye are the branohes. 
He that abideth in me, and I in him, 
the same bringeth forth much fruit; 
for without me ye can do nothing. 

6 If a man abide not in mo, he is 
oast forth as a branch, and is withered; 
and men gather them, and cast them 
into the fire, and they are burned. 

7 If yo abide in mo, and my words 
abido in you, yo shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto you. 

8 Herein is my Father glorified, 
that yo bear much fruit; so shall ye 
be my disciples. 

9 As the Father hath loved mo, so 
have I lovod you; continue ye in my 
love. 

10 If ye keep my commandments, 
ye shall abide in my love; evon as I 
have kopt my Father's command¬ 
ments, and abido his love. 

11 These things have I spoken unto 
you, that my joy might remain in 
you, and that your joy might be full. 

12 This is my oommandmont, That 
ye love one another, as I have loved 
you. 


13 Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his life for 
his friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye do what¬ 
soever I command you. 

15 Henceforth I call you not ser 
vants; for the servant knoweth not 
what his lord doeth; but I have 
called you friends; for all things 
that I have heard of my Father I 
have made known unto you. 

16 Ye have not chosen me, but 1 
have chosen you, and ordained you, 
that ye should go and bring forth 
fruit, and that your fruit should re¬ 
main ; that whatsoever ye shall ask 
of the Father in my name, he may 
give it to you. 

17 These things I command you, 
that ye love one another. 

18 If the world hate you, ye know 
that it hated me before it hated 
you. 

19 If ye were of the world, the 
world would love his own ; but be- 
oause ye are not of the world, but I 
have chosen you out of the world, 
therefore the world hateth you. 

20 Remember the word that I said 
unto you. The servant is not greater 
than his lord. If they have perse¬ 
cuted me, they will also persecute 
you; if they have kept my saying, 
they will keep yours also. 

21 But all these things will they do 
unto you for my name’s sake, because 
they know not him that sent me. 

22 If I had not come and spoken 
unto them, they had not had sin ; but 
now they have no cloak for their sin. 

23 He that hateth me hateth my 
Father also. 

24 If I had not doue among them 
the works which none other man did, 
thoy had not had sin ; but now have 
they both seen and hateth both me 
and my Father. 

25 But this cometh to pass, that the 
word might be fulfilled that is written 
in their law. They hated me without 
a cause. 

26 But when the Comforter isoome, 
whom I will send unto you from the 
Father, even the Spirit of truth, which 
proceedcth from the Father, he sLall 
testify of me; 

27 And yo also shall bear witness, 
becauso ye have heon with me from 
the beginning. 
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cnAPTicn xvi. 

Vhrinf On r wai-neih o f persecution — The pro¬ 
mise of (he. Holt/ Ghost— Resurrection and 
ascension — Their prayers in his name 
acoptabU to hi* fhthcr — I'eact in Christ , 
and in the world affliction. 
rnilESE tilings have I spoken unto 

1 you, that ye should not be of¬ 
fended. 

2 They shall put you out of the 
synagogues; yea, the time cometh, 
that whoeoevor killeth you will think 
that he doeth God service. 

3 And these things will they do 
unto you, because thoy have not 
known the Fathor, nor me. 

4 But these things have I told you, 
that when the time shall oome, yo may 
remember that I told you of them. 
And these things I said not nnto you 
at the beginning, because I was with 
you. 

5 But now I go my way to him 
that sent me; and none of you ask- 
clh me, Whither goest thou? 

0 But because I have Baid those 
things unto you, sorrow hath filled 
your heart. 

7 Nevertheless I toll you the truth ; 
It is expedient for you that I go 
away; for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not oome unto you; 
but if I depart, I will send him unto 
you. 

8 And when he is oome, he will re¬ 
prove the world of sin, and of right- 
eousnosB, and of judgment; 

9 Of Bin, beoauBB they believe not 
on me; 

10 Of righteousness, beoause I go 
to my Fathor, and thoy see me no 
more; 

11 Of judgment, beoause the prinoo 
of this world is judged. 

12 I have yet many things to say 
unto you, but ye oannot boar them 
now. 

13 Howboit whon he, the Spirit of 
truth, is oome, ho will guide you into 
all truth; for he shall not speak of 
himself; but whatsoever ho shall 
hear, that shall ho speak; and he will 
show you things to oomo. 

14 lie shall glorify me; for he shall 
receive of mine, and shall show it 
unto you. 

15 All things that tbe Father hath 
are tnino; thereforo said I, that ho 
shall take of mine, and shall show it 
unto you. 


16 A little while, and ye shall not 
see me; and again, a little while, and 
ye shall see me, because I go to the 
Fathor. 

17 Thun said some of his disciples 
among themselves, What is this that 
he saith unto us, A little while, and 
ye shall not see me; and again, a 
little while, and ye shall see me; and, 
Beoause I go to the Father? 

10 They said therefore, What is 
this that he SAith, A little while ? we 
oannot tell what he saith. 

19 Now Jesus knew that they wero 
desirous to aBk him, and said unto 
them, Do ye inquiro among your- 
solves of that I said, A little while, 
and ye shall not see me; and again, 
a little while, and ye shall see me ? 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
That ye shall weep and lament, but 
the world shall rejoice; and ye shall 
be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall 
bo turned into joy. 

21 A woman whon she is in travail 
hath sorrow, beoause hor hour is 
come; but as soon as she is deliver¬ 
ed of the child, she remembereth no 
more the anguish, for joy that a man 
is born into the world. 

22 And ye now therefore have sor¬ 
row; but I will see you again, and 
your heart shall rojoioe, and your 
joy no man taketh from you. 

23 And in that day ye shall ask me 
nothing but it shall be done unto 
you. Verily, vorily, I say unto you, 
Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father 
in my name, he will give it you. 

24 Hitherto havo ye asked nothing 
in my name; ask, and ye shall re¬ 
ceive, that your joy may be full. 

25 These things have I spoken 
unto you in proverbs; but the time 
oometh, when I shall no more speak 
unto you in proverbs, but I shall 
show you plainly of the Fathor. 

26 At that day ye shall ask in my 
name; and I say not unto you, that 
I will pray the Father for you; 

27 For the Father himself lovetb 
you, bocauso ye have loved me, and 
have believed that I came out from 
God. 

28 I o&me forth from the Father, 
and am oome into the world ; again, 
I leave the world, and go to the Fa¬ 
ther. 

29 His disoiples said unto him. La, 
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now speakosl thou plainly, and speak- 
rsl no proverb. 

30 Now are we sure that thou know- 
est all thing?, and needost not that 
any man should aek thee; hy thia 
we believe that thou earnest forth 
from God. 

31 Jesus answered them. Do ye now 
believe ? 

32 Behold, the hour cometh, yea, 
is now oome, that ye shall be scatter¬ 
ed, every man to his own, and shall 
leave me alone; and yet I am not 
alone, because the Father is with 
me. 

33 Those things I have spoken 
unto you, that in me ye might have 
peace. In the world ye shall have 
tribulation; hut bo of good oheer; I 
have overcome the world. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Christ prayeth to hit Pother to glorify him 
— TV) keep hit apostles in unity and truth , 
and all other believers, with him. 

HKSE words spake Jesus, and 
lifted up his eyes to heaven, and 
said, Father, the hour is oomo; glo¬ 
rify thy Son, that thy Son also may 
glorify thee; 

2 As thon hast given him power 
over all flesh, that ho Bhoald give 
eternal life to as many as thou hast 
given him. 

3 And this is life eternal, that they 
might know thee the only true God, 
and Jesue Christ, whom thou hast 
sent. 

4 I havo glorified thee on the earth; 
I have finished the work which thou 
gavest me to do. 

5 And now, 0 Father, glorify thou 
me with thine own pelf with the glory 
whioh I had with thee before the 
world was. 

6 I have manifested thy name unto 
the men which thou gavest me out 
of the world; thino they were, and 
thou gavest them me; and they have 
kept thy word. 

7 Now they have known that oil 
things whatsoever thou bast given 
me are of thee. 

8 For I havo given unto them the 
words which thou gavest mo; and 
they have received them, and have 
known surely that I o&me out from 
thoe, and they havo beliovcd that 
thou didst send mo. 


9 I pray for Ihcm; I pray not for 
the world, bnt for them which thou 
hast given me; for they are thine. 

10 And all mine arc thine, and 
thine are mine; and I am glorified 
in them. 

11 And dow I am no more in the 
world, but these are in the world, and 
I come to thee. Holy Father, keep 
throngh thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me, that they may 
he one, as we are. 

12 While I was with them in the 
world, I kept them in thy name; 
those that tnou gavest me I have 
kept, and none of them is lost, but 
the son of perdition : that the scrip¬ 
ture might be fulfilled. 

13 And now come I to thee; and 
these things I speak in the world, 
that they might have my joy fulfilled 
in themselves. 

14 I have given them thy word; 
and the world hath hated them, be¬ 
cause they are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. 

15_ I pray not that thou ehouldeet 
take them out of the world, hut that 
thou shouldest keep them from the 
evil. 

10 They are not of the world, even 
as I am not of the world. 

17 Sanctify them through thy truth; 
thy word is truth. 

18 As thou hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also sent them 
into the world. 

19 And for their sabes I sanotify 
myself, that they also might bo sanc¬ 
tified through the truth. 

20 Neither pray I for these alone, 
but for them also whioh shall believe 
on me through their word; 

21 That they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be one in us; that 
the world may believe that thou hast 
sent me. 

22 And the glory which thou gavest 
me I have giveD them ; that they 
may he ono, even as we are ono; 

23 I in thorn, and thou in me, that 
they may be made perfect in one; 
and that the world may know that 
thou hast sent me, and hast loved 
thorn, as thou hast loved me. 

24 Father, I will that they also, 
whom thou hast given me, be with 
me where I am; that they may be- 
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hold iny glory, which thou hast given 
me; lor llion lovedst mo before tlio 
foundation of the world. 

26 O righteous Fill her, the world 
hath not known thee; but I have 
known thee, and these have known 
that thou hast scDt me. 

26 And I hnvo declared unto them 
thy name, and will declare it; that 
the love wherewith thou hast loved 
me may be in them, and I in them. 

C1IAPTKH XVIII. 

Judat betrayeth Jtsus—The ojf)rrrs fall to 
the ground —/ V/»t smitelh off Malchuf tar 
— /V/rj-’a denial — Jr-ruj examined before 
Oiiaphat—Before Ihlatt—The Jewi ask 
Itarabbas. 

IIEN Jesus had spoken these 
words, he went forth with his 
disciples over Lho brook Cedron, whore 
was a garden, into the which he en¬ 
tered, and bis disciples. 

2 Aod Judas also, which betrayed 
him, know the place; for Jesus oft- 
times resorted tnithcr with his disoi- 
ples. 

3 Judas then, having received a 
band of inon and officers from the 
ohief priests and Pharisees, oometh 
thither with lanterns and torches and 
weapons. 

4 Jesus therefore, knowingall things 
that should some upon him, went forth, 
and said unto them, Whom seek yo ? 

5 They answered him, Jesus of 
Nazareth. Jesus saith unto them, I 
am ho. And Judas also, wbioh be¬ 
trayed him, stood with them. 

6 As soon then ab he had said unto 
them, I aui he, thoy went backward, 
and fell to the ground. 

7 Thon askod he them again, Whom 
seek ye? And they said, Jesus of 
Nazareth- 

8 Jesus answered, I have told you 
that I am he; if therefore ye seek 
me, let these go their way; 

9 That the saying might be fulfilled, 
which he spake, Of them which thou 
gavest me havo I lost none. 

10 Thon Simon Peter having a 
sword drew it, and smote the high 
prioBt's servant, aod out off his right 
ear. The servant's name was Mai- 
ohus. 

11 Then said Josus unio Peter, Put 
up thy sword into the sheath; the 
oup which my Fathor hath given me, 
shall I not drink it ? 

12 Then the band and the oaptain 


and officers of the Jews toot Jesus, 
and bound him, 

13 And led him away to Annas first ; 
for ho was father-in-law to Cuiaphas, 
which was tbo high priest that same 
year. 

14 Now Caiaphas was ho, which 
gave oounsel to the Jews, that it was 
expedient that odo man should die 
for the people. 

16 And Simon Peter followed Jesus, 
and so did another disciple ; that dis- 
oiple was known unto the high priest, 
and went in with Jesus into the pa¬ 
lace of the high priest. 

16 But Peter stood at the door with¬ 
out. Then wont out that other disci¬ 
ple, which was known unto the high 
priest, and spake unto her that kept 
tho door, and brought in Peter. 

17 Then saith the damsel that kept 
the door unto Peter, Art not thou 
also one of this mao's disciples ? lie 
saith, I am not. 

18 And the servants and offioera 
stood there, who had made a fire of 
coals, for it was cold; and thoy 
warmed themselvos; and Peter stood 
with them, and warmed himself. 

19 The high priest then asked Jesus 
of his disciples, and of his doctrine. 

20 Jesus answered him, 1 spake 
openly to the world ; 1 ever taught 
in the synagogue, and in the temple, 
whither the Jews always resort; and 
in Beorct have I said nothing. 

21 Why askeet thou me? ask them 
whioh heard me, what 1 have said 
unto them ; behold, thoy know what 
I said. 

22 And when bo had thus spoken, 
one of the officers whioh Btood by 
struck Jesus with tho palm of his 
hand, saying, Anawerest thou the 
high priest bo ? 

23 Jesus answered him, If I have 
spoken evil, bear witness of the evil; 
but if well, why smitost thou me? 

24 Now Annas had sent him bound 
unto Caiaphas tho high priest. 

26 And Simon Peter stood and 
warmed himself. Thoy said there¬ 
fore unto him, Art not thoa also one 
of his disoiplos? Ho donied it, and 
said, I am not. 

26 One of the servants of the high 
priest, being his kinsman whose ear 
Peter out off, saith, Did 1 not see 
thee in the garden with him ? 
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27 Peter then denied again; and | 
Immediately the cock crew. 

28 Then led they Jesus from Caia- 
phae unto the hall of judgment; and 
it was early; and they themselves 
went not into the judgment hall, lest 
they should be defilod; but that they 
might eat the passover. 

29 Pilate then went oat unto them, 
and said, What accusation bring yo 
against this man ? 

30 They answered and said unto 
him, If he were not a malefactor, we 
would not have delivered him up 
unto tbee. 

31 Then said Pilate unto them, Take 
ye him, and judge him according to 
your law. The Jews therefore said 
unto him, It is not lawful for us to 
put any man to death ; 

32 That the saying of Jesus might 
be fulfilled, which he spake signify¬ 
ing what death he should die. 

33 Then Pilato entered into the 
judgment hall again, and called Je¬ 
sus, and said unto him, Art thou the 
King of the Jews ? 

34 Jesus answered him, Sayest thou 
this thing of thyself, or did others 
tell it thee of me ? 

35 Pilate answered, Am I a Jew? 
Thine own nation and the chief 
priests have delivered thee unto me; 
what hast thou done ? 

38 Jesus answered. My kingdom is 
not of this world; if my kingdom 
were of this world, then would my 
servants fight, that I Bhould not be 
delivered to the Jew6; but now is my 
kingdom not from hence. 

37 Pilate therefore said unto him, 
Art thon a king then ? Josus an¬ 
swered, Thou sayest that I am a king. 
To this end was I born, and for this 
cause came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness unto the truth. 
Every one that is of the truth hcar- 
eth my voice. 

38 Pilate aaith unto him, What is 
truth? And when he had said this, 
he went out again unto the Jews, and 
saith unto them, I find in him no 
fault at all. 

39 But ye have a custom, that I 
should release unto you one at the 
passover; will ye therefore that I 
release nnto you the King of the 

Jews? 

40 Then cried they all again, say¬ 


ing, Not this man, bnt Barabbai. 
Now Barabbas was a robber. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Christ is scourged, crown'd with thorru, and 
beaten — Pilule delivereth him to be cruci- 
Jied—They cast lots for his garments—He 
dirlh—His side, is pierced—He u buried 
by Joseph and Nicodemus. 

HEN Pilate therefore took Jesui, 
and scourged him. 

2 And the Boldiers platted a crown 
of thorns,and put it on his head, and 
they put on him a purple robe, 

3 And said, Hail, King of the Jews! 
and they smoto him with their hands. 

4 Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith unto them, Behold, I bring 
him forth to yon, that ye may know 
that I find no fault in him. 

5 Then came Jesus forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the purpli 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them, 
Behold the man ! 

6 When the chief priests therefore 
and officors saw him, they cried out, 
saying, Crucify him, crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them, Take ye him, 
and crucify him; for I find no fault 
in him. 

7 The Jews answered him, We have 
a law, and by our law he ought to 
die, because he mado himself the Son 
of God. 

8 When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying, he was the more afraid; 

9 And went again into the judgment 
hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou ? But Jesus gave him no an¬ 
swer. 

10 Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Speakest thou not unto me ? knowest 
thou not that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have power to release thee? 

11 Jesus answered, Thou oouldest 
have no power at all against me, ex¬ 
cept it were given thee from above; 
therefore he that delivered me onto 
thee hath the greater sin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pilate 
sought to release him; but the Jews 
oried out, saying, If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Cesar's friend; 
whosoever maketh himself a king 
speaketh against Cesar. 

13 When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying, he brought Jesus forth, and 
sat. down in the judgment seat in a 
place callod the Pavement, but in the 
Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
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14 And It was the preparation of 
the passovor, and about the sixth 
hour; and he soitb unto the Jews, 
Behold your King ! 

15 But they oriod out. Away with 
him, away with him, crucify him. Pi¬ 
late saith unto them. Shall I crucify 
your King ? The chief priests 
aneworod, We have no king but 
Caesar. 

16 Then delivered he him therefore 
onto them to be crucified. And they 
took Jesus, and led him away. 

17 And he bearing his cross went 
forth into a place called the place of 
burial; which is called in the Hebrew 
Golgotha; 

IB Where they crucifiod him, and 
two others with him, on either side 
one, and Jesus in tho midst. 

10 And Pilule wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross. And tho writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jew9 ; for the place where Josus was 
crucified waB nigh to the city; and it 
was written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests of the 
Jows to Pilate, Writo not, The King 
of the Jews; but that ho said, I am 
King of the Jews. 

22 Pilate answered, What I have 
wrillen I have written. 

23 Then the soldiers, when they 
bad orucified Jesus, took his gar¬ 
ments, and made four parts, to every 
soldier a part; and also his coat; 
now the coat was without scam, 
woven from the top throughout. 

24 They said therefore among them¬ 
selves, Let us not rend it, but oast 
lots for it, whose it ehall be; that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, whieh 
saitn, They parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vosture they did 
oast lots. These things therefore the 
soldierB did. 

25 Now there stood by the oross of 
Jbbus his mother, and his mother’s 
sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. 

26 When Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing 
by, whom he loved, he Baith unto his 
mother. Woman, behold thy son I 

27 Then saith he to the disoiple. 
Behold thy mother 1 And from tnat 


hour that disoiple took her unto hie 
own homo. 

23 After this, Jesus knowing that 
all things were now accomplished, 
that the soripture might be lulfillcd, 
saith, I thirst. 

29 Now there was a vessel full of 
vinegar, mingled with gall, and they 
filled a sponge with it, and put upon 
hyssop, and put to his mouth, 

30 When Jesus therefore had re¬ 
ceived tho vinegar, he said, It is 
finished; and he bowed bis head, and 
gave up the ghost. 

31 The Jews therefore, becauso it 
wa9 tho preparation, that tho bodies 
should not remain upon the cross on 
the Sabbath day, (for that Sabbath 
day was a high day,) besought Pilate 
that their legs might bo broken, and 
that they might he taken away. 

32 Thon oamo tho soldiers, and 
brake the leg9 of the first, and of 
the other which was crucified with 
him. 

33 But when they camo to Jesus, 
and saw that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs ; 

34 But one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced his side, and forthwith 
came thore out blood and water. 

35 And he that saw it hare record, 
and his record is true; and he know- 
eth that he saith true, that ye might 
believe. 

36 For these things were done, that 
tho soripture should be fulfilled, A 
bone of nim shall not be broken. 

37 And again another soripture 
saith, They shall look on him whom 
thoy piorced. 

3B And after this Joseph of Arima- 
thea, being a disoiple of Jesus, but 
secretly for fear of the Jews, besought 
Pilate that he might take away the 
body of Jesus; and Pilate gave him 
leave. He came therefore, and took 
the body of Jesus. 

39 And there came also Nioodemus, 
(whioh at the first came to Jesus by 
night,) and brought a mixture of 
myrrh and aloes, about a hundred 
pound weight. 

40 Then took they the body of Jesus, 
and wound it in linen olothes with the 
spioes, as the manner of the Jews is 
to bury. 

41 Now in the place where he was 
oruoified there was a garden ; and in 
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the garden a new sepulchre, wherein 
was never man yet laid. 

42 There laid they Jesus therefore 
because of the Jews’ preparation day; 
for the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 

CHAPTER XX 

Mary cometh to the sepulchre—So do Peter 
and John—Jesus appeartth to Mary Mag¬ 
dalena, and to his disciples—The incre¬ 
dulity, and confession of Thomas. 

HE firBt day of the week comcth 
Mary Magdalene early, when it 
was yet dark, unto the sepulchre, 
and seeth the stone taken away from 
the sepulchre, and two angels sitting 
thereon. 

2 Then she runneth, and cometh 
to Simon Peter, and to the other dis- 
ciple, whom Jesus loved, and saith 
unto them. They have taken away 
the Lord out of the sepulchre, and we 
know not where they have laid him. 

3 Peter therefore went forth, and 
that other disciple, and came to the 
sepulohre. 

4 So they ran both together: and 
the other disciple did outrun Peter, 
and came first to the sepulchre. 

5 And he stooping down, and look¬ 
ing in, saw the linen clothes lying; 
yet went he not iu. 

fl Then cometh Simon Peter follow¬ 
ing him, and went into the sepulchre, 
and seeth the linen clothee lie, 

7 And the napkin, that was about 
his head, not lying with the linen 
clothes, but wrapped together in a 
place hy itself. 

8 Then went in also that other dis¬ 
ciple, which came first to the sepul¬ 
chre, and he Baw, and believed. 

9 For as yet they knew not the 
scripture, that he must rise again 
from the dead. 

10 Then the disoiples went away 
again unto their own homes. 

11 Dut Mary stood without at the 
sepulchre weeping; and as she wept, 
she stooped down, and looked into 
the sepulchre, 

12 And seeth two angels in white 
Bitting, the one at the head, and the 
other at the feet, where the body of 
Jesus had lain. 

13 And they say unto her, Woman, 
why weepost thou 7 She saith unto 
them. Because they have taken away 
my Lord, and I know not where they 
have laid him. 


14 And when she aad thus said, 
she turned herself hack, and saw Je¬ 
sus standing, and knew not that ii 
was Jesus. 

15 Jesus saith unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou ? whom seckest 
thou7 Sne, supposing him to be the 
gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if thou 
have borne him hence, tell me where 
thou hast laid him, and I will take 
him away. 

16 Jcsns saith unto her, Mary. She 
turned herself, and saith unto him, 
Rabboni; which is to say, Master. 

17 Jesus saith unto her, Hold: touch 
me not; for I am not yet ascended to 
my Father; but go to my brethren, 
and BAy unto them, I ascend unto 
my Father, and your Father; and to 
my God, and yonr God. 

IS Mary Magdalene came and told 
the disciples that she had seen the 
Lord, ana that he had spoken these 
things unto her. 

19 Then the same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week, when 
the doors were shut where the dis¬ 
ciples were assembled for fear of the 
JewB, came Jesus and stood in the 
midst, and saith unto them, Peace bo 
unto you. 

20 And when ho had so said, he 
showed unto them his hands and his 
side. Then were the disciples glad, 
when they saw the Lord. 

21 Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be onto you; as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I yon. 

22 And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto 
them, Reoeive ye the Holy Ghost: 

23 Whosesoever sins ye remit, they 
are remitted unto them; and whose¬ 
soever sinB ye retain, they are retain¬ 
ed. 

24 Bnt Thomas, one of the twelve, 
oalled Didymus, was not with them 
when JeBus came. 

25 The other disoiples therefore 
said onto him, We nave seen the 
Lord. But he Baid unto them, Ex¬ 
cept I shall see in his hands the 
print of the nails, and put my finger 
into the print of the nails, and thrust 
my hand into his side, I will not be¬ 
lieve. 

20 And after eight days again his 
disciples were within, and Thomas 
with them; then oame Jesus, the 
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doors being shut, and stood in the 
midst, &ud said, Peace be unto jou. 
27 Then saith ho to Thomas, Reaoh 
hither thy finger, and behold my 
bands; and reaoh hither thy hand, 
and thrust it into my side; and be 
not faithless, but believing. 

26 And Thomas answered and said 
onto him, My Lord and my God. 

29 Josui saith unto him, Thomas, 
because thou haBt seen mo, thou hast 
believed; blessed are they that have 
not soen, and yet have believed. 

30 And many other signs truly did 
Jesus in the proeenoo of his disciples, 
whioh are not written in this book; 

31 But these are writton, that ye 
might believe that Jobus is the Christ, 
the Son of God; and that bolieving 
ye might have life through his name. 

CIIAFTER XXI. 

Christ appearing again to hit disciple* — He 
di ruth with them. 

FTER those things Jesus showed 
himself again to the disoiples 
at tho soa of Tiberias; and on this 
wise showed he himself. 

2 There wero together Simon Peter, 
and Thomas called Didymus, and 
Nathanaol of Cana in Galilee, and 
the sons of Zebedee, and two other 
of his disoiples. 

3 Simon Peter saith unto them, I 
go a-fishing. They say unto him, 
We also go with thee. They went 
forth, and entorod into a ship imme¬ 
diately ; and that night they oaught 
nothing. 

4 But wheu the morning was now 
oome, Jesus stood on the shore; but 
the disciples knew not that it was 
Jesus. 

6 Then Jobus saith unto them, 
Children, have ye any meat? They 
answered him, No. 

6 And he said unto them, Cast the 
nut on the right side of the ship, and 
ye shall find. They oast therefore, 
and now they were not able to draw 
it for tbe multitude of fishes. 

7 Therefore that disoiple whom Je¬ 
ans lovod saith unto Peter, It is the 
Lord. Now when Simon Peter heard 
that it was the Lord, he girt his fish¬ 
er’s coat unto him, (for he was naked,) 
and did oast himself into the sea. 

8 And the other disoiples oame in 
a littlo shin, (for they wore not far 
from land, out as it were two hun¬ 
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dred cubits,) dragging the net with 
fishes. 

9 As soon then as they were oome 
to land, they saw a fire of ooals there, 
and fish laid thereon, and bread. 

10 Jesus saith unto them, Bring of 
the fish whioh ye have now oaught. 

11 Simon Petor went ap, and drew 
the net to land full of great fishes, a 
hundred and fifty And throe; and for 
all there were so many, yet was not 
the net broken. 

12 Jesus saith unto them, Come 
and dine. And nono of the disoiples 
durst ask him, Who art thou ? know¬ 
ing that it was the Lord. 

13 Joans then oometh, and taketh 
bread, and giveth them, and fish like¬ 
wise. 

14 This is now the third time that 
Jesus showed himself to his disoi- 
pies, after that he was risen from tbe 
dead. 

15 So when they had dined, Jesus 
saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son of 
Jonas, lovest thou me more than 
those ? He saith unto him, Yoa, 
Lord; thou knowest that I love theo. 
llo saith unto him, Feed my lambs. 

10 lie saith to him again the second 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
thou me ? He saith unto him, Yea, 
Lord; thou knowest that I love thee. 
He saith unto him, Feed my sheep. 

17 He Baith unto him the third 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
thou me ? Poter was grieved because 
he said unto him the third time, 
Lovost thou mo? And he said unto 
him, Lord, thou knowest all things; 
thou knowest that I love thee. Jesus 
saith unto him, Feed my sheep. 

18 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
When thou wast young, thou gird- 
edst thyself, and walkedBt whither 
thou wouldest; but when thou shall 
be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy 
hands, and another shall gird thee, 
and oarry thee whither thou wouldest 
not. 

19 This spake ho, signifying by 
what death he should glorify God. 
And when he had spoken this, he 
saith unto him, Follow me. 

20 Then Peter, turning about, seeth 
the disoiple whom Jesus loved follow¬ 
ing ; whioh also leaned on his breast 
at supper, and said, Lord, whioh it 
he that betrayeth theef 
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21 Peter seeing him B&ith to Jesus, 
Lord, and what shall this man do? 

22 Jeans eaith unto him. If I will 
that he tarry till I come, what is that 
to thee ? follow thon me. 

23 Then went this saying abroad 
among the brethren, that that disci¬ 
ple shoald not die; yet Jeans said 
not unto him, He shall not die; but 
If I will that he tarry till I come, 
what is that to thee ? 


24 This is the disciple which testi 
fieth of these things, and wrote those 
things; and we know that his testi¬ 
mony is true. 

25 And there are also many other 
things which Jesus did, the which, 
if they should be written every one, 
I suppose that even the world itself 
could not contain the books (hat 
should be written. Amen. 


THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. 


CHAPTER L 

The Holy Ghost promised, by virtue whereof 
the apostles should be Christs witnesses, 
even to the utmost parts of the earth—Two 
angels speak of Chrisfs second earning — 
Matthias chosen in place of Judas. 

HE former treatise have I made, 
0 Theophilus, of all that Jesus 
began both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was 
taken np, after that he through the 
Holy Ghost had given commandments 
unto the apoetleB whom he had oho- 
sen; 

3 To whom also he showed himself 
alive after his sufferings by many 
infallible proofB, being seen of them 
forty days, and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of Qod ; 

4 And, being with them when they 
were assembled together, commanded 
them that they should not depart 
from Jerusalem, but wait for the 

romise of the Father, which, saith 
e, ye have heard of me. 

5 For John trnly baptized with 
water; but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many days hence. 

0 When they therefore were come 
together, they asked of him, saying, 
Lord, wilt thon at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Israel ? 

7 And he said nnto them, It is not 
for you to know the times or the 
BeaBons, which the Father hath pat 
in his own power. 

8 Bat ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
yon; and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Jndea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. 

9 And wnen he had spoken these 


things, while they beheld, he wa« 
taken np ; and a cloud received him 
out of their sight. 

10 And while they looked steadfast!) 
toward heaven as he went up, hehobi. 
two men stood by them in white 
apparel; 

11 Which also said, Ye men of Gali 
lee, why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? this same Jesus, which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven. 

12 Then returned they unto Jerusa 
lem from the mount called Olivet, 
which is from Jerusalem a Sabbath 
day's journey. 

13 And when they were come in. 
they went up into an upper room, 
where ahodc both Peter, and James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and 
Thomas, Bartholomew, and Matthew, 
James the son of Alpheus, and Simon 
Zelotes, and Judas the brother of 
James. 

14 Those all continued with one 
Accord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, and Mary tne mother 
of Jesns, and with his brethren. 

15 And in those days Peter stood np 
in the midst of the disciples, and said, 
(the number of names together were 
about a hundred and twenty,) 

10 Men and brethren, this soriptnre 
must needs have been fulfilled, whioh 
the Holy Ghost by the mouth of David 
spake before concerning Judas, which 
was guide to them that took Jesas. 

17 For he was numbered with us, 
and had obtained partof thisministry. 

16 Now this man purohased a field 
with the reward of iniquity ; and tall 
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Ing headlong, he burst asunder Id the 
midst, and all his bowels gushed out. 

19 And it was known unto all the 
dwellers at Jerusalem; ineomuoh as 
that field is oalled, in their proper 
tonguo, Acoldama, that is to say, The 
field of blood. 

20 For it is written in the book of 
Psalms, Let his habitation be desolate, 
and let no man dwell therein; and. 
His bishoprio let another take. 

21 Wherefore of these men whioh 
have oompanied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out 
among us, 

22 Beginning from the baptism of 
John, unto that same day that he was 
taken up from us, must one be ordained 
to be a witness with us of his resur¬ 
rection. 

23 And thoy appointed two, Joseph 
called Barsabas, who was surnamed 
Justus, and Matthias. 

24 And they prayed, and said, Thou, 
Lord, whioh knowest the hearts of all 
men, show whether of these two thou 
hast ohosen, 

25 That he may take part of this 
ministry and apostleBhip, from which 
Judas by transgression fell, that he 
might go to hiB own plaoe. 

26 And thoy gave forth their lots; 
and the lot fell upon Matthias; and 
he wub numbered with the eleven 
apostles. 

CHAPTER II. 

The apostles, filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
speaking divers language*, are admired by 
some, and derided by others — Peter’s testi¬ 
mony—A great number that were converted 
were baptieed—The apostle* work many 
miracle*—God daily increasing his church. 

ND when the day of Pentooost 
was fully oome, they were all 
with one accord in one plaoe. 

2 And suddenly there oame a sound 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where 
they wore Bitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them 
sloven tongues like as of fire, and it 
rested upon each of them. 

4 And they were all filled with the 
Holy Qhost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
ntteranoi. 

5 And there were dwelling at Jeru¬ 
salem Jowe, dovout men, out of every 
nation under heaven. 


A Now when this was noised abroad, 
the multitude oame together, and were 
confounded, because that every man 
heard thorn speak in his own language. 

7 And they wore all amazed and 
marvelled, saying one to another, Be¬ 
hold, are not all these whioh speak 
Galileans ? 

8 And how hear we every man in our 
own tongue, wherein we were born ? 

9 Parthians, and Medes, and Elam¬ 
ites, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, 
and in Judea, and Cappadocia, in 
Pontus, and Asia, 

10 Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in 
Egypt, and in the parts of Libya 
about Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, 
Jews and proselytes, 

11 Cretes and Arabians, we do hear 
them speak in our tongues the won¬ 
derful works of God. 

12 And they were all amazed, and 
were in doubt, saying one to another, 
What meaneth this ? 

13 Others mooking said, These men 
are full of new wine. 

14 But Peter, standing up with the 
eleven, lifted up his voice, and said 
unto them, Ye men of Judea, and all 
ye that dwell at Jerusalem, be this 
known unto you, aud hearken to my 
words; 

15 For these are not drunken, as ye 
suppose, seeing it is but the third hour 
of the day. 

16 But this is that whioh was spoken 
by the prophet Joel; 

17 And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, saith God, I will pour out 
of my Spirit upon all flesh ; and your 
sons and your daughters shall pro¬ 
phesy, and your young men shall see 
visions, and your old men shall dream 
dreams; 

18 And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy; 

19 And I will show wonders in 
heaven above, and signs in the earth 
beneath; blood, and fire, and vapour 
of smoke; 

20 The sun shall be turned into 
darkness, and the moon into blood, 
before the groat and notable day of 
the Lord oome; 

21 And it shall oome to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name of 
the Lord shall be saved. 
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22 Te men of Israel, hear these 
words ; Jesus of Nazareth, a man ap¬ 
proved of God among you by mira¬ 
cles and wonders and signs, whioh 
God did by him in the midst of yon, 
as ye yourselves also know ; 

23 Him, being delivered by the de¬ 
terminate counsel and foreknowledge 
of God, ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands have crucified and slain; 

24 Whom God hath raisod up, hav¬ 
ing loosed the pains of death; be¬ 
cause it was not possible that he 
should be holden of it. 

25 For David speaketh concerning 
him, I foresaw the Lord always be¬ 
fore my face; for he is on my right 
hand, that I should not be moved; 

26 Therefore did my heart rejoice, 
and my tongue was glad; moreover 
also my flesh shall rest in hope; 

27 Because thou wilt not leave my 
soul in prison, neither wilt thou suf¬ 
fer thine Holy One to see corruption. 

28 Thou hast made known to me 
the ways of life; thou shalt make 
me foil of joy with thy countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, let me freely 
speak unto you of the patriarch Da¬ 
vid, that he is both dead and buried, 
and his sepulchre is with us unto this 
day. 

30 Therefore being a prophet, and 
knowing that God had Bworn with 
an oath to him, that of the fruit of 
his loins, aooording to the flesh, he 
would raise op Christ to sit on his 
throne; 

31 He, seeing this bofore, spake of 
the resnrreotion of Christ, that his 
soul was not left in hell, neither his 
flesh did see corruption. 

32 This Jesus hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are witnesses. 

33 Therefore being by the right 
hand of God exalted, and having re¬ 
ceived of the Father the promise of 
the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this, whioh ye now see and hear. 

34 For David is not ascended into 
the heavens; but he saith himself, 
The Lord said onto my Lord, Bit 
thou on my right hand, 

35 Until I make thy foes thy foot¬ 
stool. 

36 Therefore let all the house of 
Israel know assuredly, that God hath 
made that same Jesus whom ye hare 
ovuoilled, both Lord and Christ. 
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37 Now when they beard this, the; 
were pricked in their heart, and said 
onto Peter and to the rest of the 
apostles, Men and brethren, what 
shall we do ? 

38 Then Peter said unto them, Re¬ 
pent, and be baptized every one of 
yon in the name of Jesus Christ for 
the remission of sins, and ye shall re 
ceive the gift of the Iluly Ghost. 

39 For the promise is unto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 
oar God shall call. 

40 And with many other words did 
he testify and exhort, saying, Save 
yourselves from this untoward gene 
ration. 

41 Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized; and the same 
day there were added onto them 
about three thousand souls. 

42 And they continued steadfast I; 
in the apostles’ doctrine and fellow 
ship, ana in breaking of bread, and 
in' prayers. 

43 And fear came upon every soul; 
and many wonders and Bigne wore 
done by the apostles. 

44 And all that believed were to 
gether, and had all things common ; 

45 And sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all men, 
as every man had need. 

46 And they, continuing daily with 
one accord in the temple, and break 
ing bread from house to house, did 
eat their meat with gladness and 
singleness of heart, 

47 Praising God, and having fa¬ 
vour with all the people. And the 
Lord added to the church daily such 
as should be saved. 

CHAPTER III. 

A lame man restored — Peter txhorteth them 

by repentance and faith to ttfJc remurun 

of their sine, and ealeation in Jesus. 

OW Peter and John went up to¬ 
gether into the temple at the 
ninth hour, for prayer. 

2 And a oertain man lame from 
his mother’s womb was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the 
temple whioh is called Beautiful, to 
ask alms of them that entered into 
tho temple; 

3 Who, seeing Peter and John abont 
to go into the temple, asked an alms. 

4 And Peter and John, fartanlnj 
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(heir oyes upon him, said, Look on us. 

5 And he gave hoed unto thorn, 
expecting to receive something of 
thorn. 

6 Then Peter eaid, Silver and gold 
have I none; bnt such as I have give 
I thee; In the Dame of Jesus Christ 
of Naiareth rise up and walk. 

7 And he took aim by the right 
hand, and lifted him up; and imme¬ 
diately his feet and ankle bones re¬ 
ceived strength. 

8 And he leaping up stood, and 
w&lkod, and enLered with them into 
the temple, walking, and leaping, and 
praising God. 

6 And all the people saw him walk¬ 
ing and praising God; 

10 And thev knew that it wab he 
wbioh sat for alms at the Boautiful 
gate of the temple; and thoy were 
flllod with wonder and amaeemont at 
that whioh had happoned unto bim. 

11 And as the lame man which was 
healed held Potcr and John, all tho 
people ran together unto them in the 

f >orch that is called Solomon's, great- 
y wondoring. 

12 And when Peter saw this, he 
answered and said unto the people, 
Ye mon of Israel, why marvel ye at 
this ? or why look ye so earnestly on 
us, as though by our own power or 
holiness we had made this man to 
walk ? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of 
Isaao, and of Jaeob, tho God of our 
fathers, bath glorified hie Son Jesus; 
whom yo delivered up, and denied 
him in the presenoe of Pilate, when 
he was determined to let him go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy Ono and 
the Just, and doBired a murderer to 
be granted unto you ; 

15 And killed the Prinoe of lifo, 
whom God hath raised from the dead; 
whereof we are witnesses. 

16 And this man, through faith in 
his name,bath been made strong,whom 
ye see and know; yea, the faith whioh 
is in him hath given him this perfeot 
soundness in the presenoe of you all. 

17 And now, hrethren, I know that 
tbreugh ignoranoe ye have done this, 
as also your rulers. 

18 But those things, whioh God be¬ 
fore had showed by the mouth of all 
his prophets, that Christ should suf- 
for, he hath so fulfilled. 


10 Repent ye therefore, and be con- 
vorted, that your sins may be blotted 
out, when the times of refreshing 
shall oorne from the presenoe of the 
Lord; 

20 And he shall send Jesus Christ, 
whom ye have oruoified, whioh be 
fore was preached unto you ; 

21 Whotn the heavens must rooeive 
until the timos of restitution of all 
things whioh God hath spoken by 
the mouth of all his holy prophets 
since the world bogan. 

22 For Mosoe truly said unto the 
fathors, A Prophet shall the Lord your 
God raise up unto you of your brethren, 
liko unto me; him shall yo hear in all 
things whatsoever he shall Bay unto 
you. 

23 And it shall oome to pass, that 
every soul, which will not near that 
Prophot, shall be destroyed from 
among the people. 

24 Yea, and all the prophets from 
Samuel and those that follow after, as 
many as have spoken, have likewise 
foretold of these days. 

25 Ye are the children of the pro¬ 
phets, and of the covenant which God 
made with our fathers, saying unto 
Ahraham, And in thy seed shall all 
the kindreds of the earth he blessed. 

20 Unto you first God, having raised 
up his Son Jesus, sent him to bless 
you, in turning away every one of 
you from his iniquities. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Rulers offended — Flier and John imprisoned 

- -Salvation by Jesus only — Ml things com¬ 
mon. 

A ND as they spake unto the people, 
the priests, And the oaptain of 
the temple, and the Sadduoees, came 
upon them, 

2 Being grieved that they tanghl 
the people, and preached through 
Jesus the resurrection from the dead. 

3 And thoy laid hands on them, and 
put them in hold unto the next day; 
for it was now eventide. 

4 Uowbeit many of them whioh heard 
the word believed; and the number of 
the ‘men was about five thousand. 

5 And it oame to pass on the moiTOW, 
that their rulers, and elders, and 
soribes, 

6 And Annas the high priest, and 
Caiaph&s, And John, and Alexander, 
and as many as were of the kindred 
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of the high priest, were gathered to¬ 
gether at Jerusalem. 

7 And when they had set them in 
the midst, they asked, By what power, 
or by what Dane, have ye done this? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them, Te rulers of 
the people, and elders of Israel, 

0 if we this day be examined of the 
good deed done to the impotent man, 
by what means he is made whole; 

10 Be it known unto you all, and to 
all the people of Israel, that by the 
name of Jesus Christ of Naiarelh, 
whom ye crucified, whom Qod raised 
from the dead, even by him doth this 
man stand here hefore you whole. 

11 This is the stone which was Bet 
at naught of yon huilders, which is 
hecome the head of the corner. 

12 Neither is there salvation in any 
other; for there is none ether name 
under heaven given among men, 
wherehy we must he saved. 

13 Now when they saw the boldness 
of Peter and John, and perceived that 
they were unlearned and ignorant 
men, they marvelled; and they took 
knowledge of them, that they had 
been with Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man which 
was healed standing with them, they 
eonld say nothing against it. 

15 But when they bad commanded 
them to go aside out of the council, 
they conferred among themselves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to 
these men ? for that indeed a notable 
miracle hath been done by them is 
manifest to all them that dwell in 
Jerusalem ; and we cannot deny it. 

17 But that it spread no further 
among the people, let os straitly 
threaten them, ttial they speak hence¬ 
forth to no man in this name. 

18 And they called them, and com¬ 
manded them not to speak at all nor 
teach in the name of Jesus. 

19 But Peter and John answered 
and said unto them, Whether it he 
right in the sight of God to hearken 
unto yon more than unto God, judge ye. 

20 For we cannot hnt speak ' the 
things which we have seen and heard. 

21 So when they had further threat¬ 
ened them, they let them go, finding 
nothing how they might punish them, 
because of the people; for many glo¬ 
rified God for that whioh was done. 


22 For the man was above fort; 
years old, on whom this miracle of 
healing was showed. 

23 And being let go, they went to 
their own company, and reported all 
that the chief priests and elders had 
said unto them. 

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted np their voice to God with one 
accord, and said. Lord, thon art God, 
which hast made heaven, and earth, 
and the sea, and all that in them is, 

25 Who by the mouth of thy servant 
David hast said. Why did the heathen 
rage, and the people imagine vain 
things? 

26 The kings of the earth stood op, 
and the rulers were gathered together 
against the Lord, and against hi* 
Christ. 

27 For of a truth against thy holy 
child Jesus, whom thou hast anointed, 
both Herod, and Pontius Pilate, with 
the Gentiles, and the people of Israel, 
were gathered together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel determined before to 
be done. 

29 And now, Lord, behold their 
threatenings; and grant onto thy 
servants, that with all boldness tbey 
may speak thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand to 
heal; and that signs and wonder* 
may he done hy the name of thy holy 
child Jesus. 

31 And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where tbey were 
assemhled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
they spake the word of God with 
holdness. 

32 And the multitude of them that 
believed were of one heart and of one 
soul; neither said any of them that 
aught of the things which he possessed 
was his own; hat they had all thinga 
common. 

33 And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrection cf 
the Lord Jesus; and great grace was 
upon them all. 

34 Neither was there any among 
them that lacked; for as many as 
were possessors of lands or houses 
sold them, and brought the prices of 
the things that were sold, 

35 And laid them down at the apos¬ 
tles’ feet; and distribution was made 
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a a to every man eooording u he had 

ooed. 

36 And Joses, who by the apostles 
was surnamed Barnabas, (which is, 
being interpreted. The son of oonso- 
lation,) a Levite, and of the oountry 
of Cyprus, 

37 Haring land, sold it, and brought 
the money, and laid it at the apostles’ 
feet. 

CHAPTER V. 

L^aih qf Ananias and Sapphira—Many 
miracles wrought—The apostles again 
imprison id and beaten. 

UT a certain man named Ananias, 
with Sapphira his wife, sold a 
possession, 

2 And kept back part of the prioe, 
his wife also being privy to it, and 
brought a certain part, and laid it at 
tho apostles' feet. 

3 But Peter said, Ananias, why hath 
Satan filled thine heart to lie to tho 
Holy Ghost, and to keep back part 
of the price of the land ? 

4 While it remained, wub it not thine 
own? and after it was sold, was it 
not in thine own power? why hast 
thou conceived this thing in thine 
heart? thou hast not lied unto men, 
but unto God. 

5 And Ananias hearing these words 
foil down, and gave up the ghost; 
and great foar came on all them that 
heard those things. 

6 And the young mon arose, wound 
him up, and oarried him out, and 
buried him. 

7 And it was about the Bpooe of 
three hours aftor, when his wife, not 
knowing what was done, came in. 

S And Peter answered unto hor, Tell 
me whether ye sold the land for so 
much ? And she said, Yea, for so 
much. 

9 Then Peter said unto her, How is 
it that ye have agreed together to 
tempt tho Spirit of the Lord ? be¬ 
hold, tho feet of thorn whioh have 
buried thy husband are at the door, 
and shall carry thco out. 

10 Then foil she down straightway 
at his feot, and yielded up the ghost; 
and the young men came in, and 
found hor dead, and carrying her 
forth, buried her by her husband. 

11 And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard 
theso things. 
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12 And by the hands of the apostles 
were many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people; (and they were all 
with one accord in Solomon’s poroh. 

13 And of the rulers durst no man 
join himself to them; but the people 
magnified them. 

14 And believers were the moro add¬ 
ed to the Lord, multitudes both of 
men and women;) 

15 Insomuch that they brought forth 
the sick into tho streets, and laid thorn 
on beds and couches, that at the least 
the shadow of Peter passing by might 
overshadow some of them. 

16 There came also a multitude out 
of the cities round about unto Jeru¬ 
salem, bringing sick folks, and them 
which were voxed with unclean spi¬ 
rits ; and they were healed every one. 

17 Then the high priest rose up, and 
all they that were with him, (which 
is the sect of the Sadduoeos,) and 
were fillod with indignation. 

13 And laid their hands on the 
apostles, and put them in the oom- 
mon prison. 

19 But the angel of the Lord by 
night opened the prison doors, and 
brought them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the tem¬ 
ple to tho people all the words of this 
life. 

21 And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in the 
morning, and taught. But the high 

riest camo, and they that were with 
im, and callod the council together, 
and all the senate of the children of 
Israol, and sent to the prison to have 
them brought. 

22 But when the officers came, and 
found them not in the prison, they 
returned, and told, 

23 Saying, The prison truly fouud 
we shut with all Bafety, and the 
keepers standing withont before the 
doors; but when we had opened, we 
found no man within. 

24 Now when the high priest and 
the captain of the temple and the 
chief priests heard these things, they 
doubted of them whereunto this would 
grow. 

25 Then came one and told them, 
saying, Behold, the men whom ye 
put in prison are standing in the 
temple, and teaohing the people. 

26 Then went the captain with the 
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officers, and brought them without 
violence; for they feared the people 
lest they should have been atoned. 

27 And when thej had brought 
them, thoy set them before the ooun- 
oil; and the high priest asked them, 

28 Saying, Did not we straitly com¬ 
mand you that ye should not teach 
in this namo ? and, behold, ye have 
filled Jornsalem with your doctrine, 
and intend to bring this man’s blood 
upon us. 

29 Then Peter and the other apostles 
answered and said, We ought to oboy 
God rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers raised up 
Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged ou 
a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand to be a Prince and a Sa¬ 
viour, for to give repentance to Israel, 
and forgiveness of sins. 

32 And we are his witnesses of these 
things; and so is also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that 
obey him. 

33 When they heard that, they were 
cut to the heart, and took oounsel to 
slay them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the 
oounoil, a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, 
a dootor of the law, had in reputation 
Among all the people, and command¬ 
ed to put the apostles forth a little 
space; 

35 And said unto them, Ye men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves what 
ye intend to do as touching these 
men. 

36 For before these days rose up 
Theudas, boasting himself to be some¬ 
body; to whom a number of men, 
about four hundred, joined them¬ 
selves ; who was slain; and all, as 
many as obeyed him, were scattered, 
and brought to naught. 

37 After this man rose up Judas of 
Galilee in the days of the taxing, and 
drew away muoh poople after him; 
he also perished; and all, even as 
many as obeyed him, wore dispersed. 

38 And now I say unto you, Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone; 
for if this oounsel or this work be of 
men, it will oome to naught; 

30 Bat if it bo of God, ye oannot 
overthrow it; bo careful, therefore, 
lest haply ye be found even to fight 
against God. 


40 And to him they agreed; and 
when they had called the apostles, 
and beaten them, they commanded 
that they should not speak in the 
name of Jesus, and let them go. 

41 And they departed from the pre¬ 
sence of the council, rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for his name. 

42 And daily in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to teach 
and preach JeBus Christ. 

CHAPTER VI. 

.'y’TCTi mm chonen—Stephen accused of bla> 
phemy. 

ND in those days, when the num 
ber of the disciples was multi¬ 
plied, there arose a murmuring of th^ 
Grecians against the Hebrews, bo 
cause their widows were neglected in 
the daily ministration. 

2 Then the twelve called tbe multi¬ 
tude of the disciples unto them, and 
said, It is not reason that we should 
leave the word of God, and serve 
tables. 

3 Wherefore, brethren, look ye out 
among yon seven men of honest re- 

ort, full of the Holy Ghost and wis- 
om, whom we may appoint over Ibia 
business. 

4 But we will give ourselves continu¬ 
ally to prayer, and to the ministry nf 
the word. 

5 And the saying pleased the whole 
multitude; and they chose Stephen, 
a man full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost, and Philip, and Prochorus, and 
Nicnnor, and Timon, and Parmenas, 
and Nicolas a proselyte of Antioch ; 

0 Whom they set before the apos¬ 
tles ; and when they had prayed, they 
laid their hands on them. 

7 And tho word of God increased; 
and tho number of the disciples mul¬ 
tiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and • 
great company of the priests wtrr 
obedient to tho faith. 

8 And Stephen, fall of faith and 
power, did great wonders and mira- 
oles among the people. 

0 And there Arose certain of the 
synagogue, who arooalled Libertines, 
and also Cyroni&ns, and Alexan¬ 
drians, and of them of Cilicia, anl 
of Asia, disputing with Stephen. 

10 And they were not able to resist 
the wisdom and the spirit by which 
he spake 
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11 Then (hoy suborned men, which 
said, Wo have hoard him speak blas¬ 
phemous words against Mosos, and 
againHt God. 

12 And they stirred up the people, 
&Dd the elders, and the sorihes, and 
came upon him, and oaught him, and 
brought him to the oounoil, 

13 And sot up false witnesses which 
•aid. This man oeaseth not to speak 
blasphemous words against this noly 
place, and the law ; 

14 For wo have heard him say, that 
this Jesus of Nazaroth shall destroy 
this place, and shall change the cus> 
toms whioh Mobqs delivered us. 

15 And all that sat in the council, 
looking steadfastly on him, saw his 
face as it had been tho face of an 
angel. 

CHAPTER VIL 

Sbphai't answer — Stephen u gtorud by the 
Jrwi, Saul standing by. 

HEN said the high priost. Are 
theso things so ? 

2 And he said, Men, hrethren, and 
fathers, hearken; The God of glory 
appeared onto our father Ahraham, 
when he was in Mesopotamia, hofore 
he dwelt in Charran, 

3 And said unto him, Get theo out 
of thy country, and from thy kindrod, 
and oome into the land which I shall 
show thee. 

4 Thon came be out of the land of 
! he Chnldoans, and dwolt in Charran; 
and from theDce, when his father was 

load, he removed him into thiB land, 
whoroin ye now dwell. 

5 And he gave him nono inheritance 
in it, no, not so muoh as to set his 
foot on; yet he promised that he 
would give it to him for a possession, 
and to his seed after him, when as 
yet he had no ohild. 

6 And God spake oo this wise, That 
his seed should sojourn in a strange 
land; and that they should bring 
them into bondage, and ontreat them 
evil four hundred yoars. 

T And the nation to whom they shall 
be in hondago will I judge, said God; 
and after that shall they oome forth, 
and serve me in this place. 

8 And he gave him the oovenant of 
fliroumoision ; and so Abraham begat 
Isaao, and ciroumoised him the eighth 
day; and IsAao hegat Jaoob; and 
Jacob begat the twelve patriarchs. 
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0 And the patriarchs, moved with 
envy, sold Joseph into Egypt; but 
God was with him, 

10 And dolivored him out of all his 
afflictions, and gavo him favour and 
wisdom in tho sight of Pharaoh king 
of Egypt; and he made him governor 
over Egypt and all his house. 

11 Now there catne a dearth over 
all the land of Egypt and Chanaan, 
and great affliction ; and our fathers 
found no sustenance. 

12 But when Jacob hoard that there 
was corn in Egypt, he sent out our 
fathers first. 

13 And at the second time Joseph 
was mado known to his hrethren; and 
Joseph's kindred was made known 
unto Pharaoh. 

14 Then sent Joseph, and called his 
father Jacob to him, and all his kin¬ 
dred, threescore and fifteen sonle. 

15 So Jacob went down into Egypt., 
and died, he, and onr fathers, 

10 And were carried over into 
Sychem, and laid in the sepnlohre 
that Ahraham bought for a sum of 
money of the sons of Kmmor, the 
father of Syohem. 

17 But when the time of the pro¬ 
mise drew nigh, whioh God had 
sworn to Abraham, tho people grow 
and mnltiplied in Egypt, 

18 Till another king arose, whioh 
knew not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilely with 
our kindred, and evil entreated our 
fathers, so that they oast out their 
young ohildren, to the end they 
might not live. 

20 In which time Moses was born, 
and was exceedingly fair, and nou 
rished up in his father's house three 
months; 

21 And when he was oast out, Pha¬ 
raoh's danghter took him up, and 
nourished him for her own son. 

22 And Moses was loarned in ali 
the wisdom of the Egyptians, and 
was mighty in words and in doeds. 

23 And when ho was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to visit his 
hrethren the ohildren of Israel. 

24 And seeing one of them sufler 
wrong, he defended him, and avenged 
him that was oppressed, and smote 
the Egyptian; 

25 For he supposed his brethren 
would have understood how that God 
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by bis hand would deliver them; but 
they understood not. 

26 And the next day he showed him¬ 
self unto them as they strove, and 
would have set them at one again, 
saying, Sirs, ye are brethren; why 
do ye wrong one to another? 

27 Bat he that did his neighbor 
wrong thrnst him away, saying, Who 
made thee a ruler and a judge over us? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thon didst 
tbe Egyptian yesterday ? 

29 Then fled Moses at this saying, 
and was a stranger in the land of 
Median, where he begat two sous. 

30 And when forty years were ex¬ 
pired, there appeared to him in the 
wilderness of mount Sina an angel of 
the Lord in a flame of Are in a bush. 

31 When Moses saw it, he wondered 
at the sight; and as he drew near to 
behold it, the voice of the Lord came 
unto him, 

32 Saying, I am the Ood of thy 
fathers, the Qod of Abraham, and 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob. Then Moses trembled, and 
durBt not behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him, Put 
off thy shoes from thy feet; for the 
place where thou standest is holy 
ground. 

34 I have seen, I have Been the 
affliction of my people which is in 
Egypt, and I have heard their groan¬ 
ing, and am come down to deliver 
them. And now come, I will send 
thee into Egypt. 

35 This Mosee whom they refused, 
saying. Who made thee a ruler and a 
judge? the same did God send to be 
a ruler and a deliverer by the hand 
of the angel which appeared to him 
iu the bush. 

36 He brought them out, after that 
he had showed wonders and signs in 
the land of Egypt, and in the Red 
sea, and in the wilderness forty 
yeart. 

37 This iB that Moses, whioh said 
unto the children of Israel, A Pro¬ 
phet shall the Lord your God raise 
up onto you of your brethren, like 
unto me; him shall ye hear. 

38 This is he, that was in the ohuroh 
in the wilderness with the angel whioh 
spake to him in the mount Sina, and 
with our fathers; who received the 
lively oracles to give unto us ; 


30 To whom our fathem would no; 
obey, but thrust him from them, an 4 
in their hearts turned back again inn 
Egypt, 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make up 
gods to go before us; for as for this 
Moses, which brought us oat of tho 
land of Egypt, we know not what is 
become of him. 

41 And they made a calf in those 
days, and offered sacrifice unto the 
idol, and rejoiced in the works of 
their own handB. 

42 Then God turned, and gave them 
np to worship the host of heaven . 
as it is written in the book of th<- 
prophets, 0 ye house of Israel, ha\<- 
ye offered to me slain beasts and sac 
rifices by the space of forty years in 
the wilderness ? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle 
of Moloch, and the star of your god 
Remphan, figures which ye made t<-< 
worship them; and I will carry you 
away beyond Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle 
of witness in the wilderness, as he 
had appointed, speaking unto Most*:-, 
that he should make it according ti 
the pattern that he had seen. 

45 Which also our fathers that 
came after brought in with Jesu* 
into the possession of the Gentile*, 
whom God drave out before the face 
of our fathers, unto the days of l>:i 
vid; 

46 Who found favour before God. 
and desired to find a tabernacle for 
the God of Jacob. 

47 But Solomon built him a house 

48 Howbeit the Most High dwell- 
eth not in temples made with hands; 
as aaith the prophet, 

49 Heaven is my throDe, and earth 
is my footstool; what house will ye 
build me? saith the Lord; or what ii 
the place of my rest? 

50 Hath not my hand made all 
these things ? 

51 Ye stiffnecked and nneirenmeised 
in heart and ear9, ye do always re¬ 
sist the Holy Ghost; as your fathers 
did, so do ye. 

52 Which of the prophets have not 
your fathers persecuted? and they 
have slain thorn which showed be¬ 
fore of tho ooming of the Just One; 
of whom ye have been new the be- 

I trayer* and murderers; 
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53 Who have reoeived Iho law by 
iho disposition of angels, and have 
uot kept it. 

54 Wood they heard these things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 
gnashed on him with thoir teeth. 

55 But he, being full of the Holy 
GhosL, looked up stoadfastly into 
heaven, and saw the glory of God, 
and Jesus standing on tho right hand 
of G id, 

56 And said, Behold, I see the hea¬ 
vens opened, and tho Son of Man 
standing on tho right hand of God. 

57 TheD they cried out with a loud 
voice, and stopped their cars, and ran 
upon him with ono accord, 

58 And cast him out of the city, and 
stoned him; .and the witnesses laid 
down tboir clothes at a young man's 
feet, whose namo was Saul. 

59 And they stoned Stephen; and 
he, calling upon God, said, Lord 
Jesus, reocive my spirit. 

60 And ho knoeloa down, and cried 
with a loud voico. Lord, lay not this 
sin to their charge. And when he 
had said this, he fell asleep. 

CHAPTER VIII. 

Persecution in Jerusalem—Philip prnichej 
in iSanvaria— By prayer and imposition 
of hands the Holy Ghost is given—Simon 
the sorcerer—Philip baptises the Ethiopian 
eunuch. 

ND Saul was consenting unto his 
death. Aud at that time there 
was a great persecution against the 
ohuroli which was at Jerusalem; 
and they woro all scattered abroad 
throughout the rogions of Judea and 
Samaria, oxoept tho apostles. 

2 Aud devout men carried Stephen 
to his burial, and made great lamen¬ 
tation over him. 

3 As for Saul, he made havoo of the 
ohurch, entering into every house, 
and haling men and women commit¬ 
ted them to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went everywhere preaching 
the word. 

5 Thon Philip went down to the oity 
of Samaria, and preached Christ unto 
them. 

6 And the people with one acoord 
gave beod unto those things whioh 
Philip spake, hearing and seeing the 
miraoles whioh he did. 

7 For andean spirits, orying with 


load voioe, came out of many that 
were possessed with them; and many 
taken with palsies, and that were 
lame, were healed. 

8 And thcro was great joy in that 
city. 

9 But thoro was a certain man, 
called Simon, which heforetime in the 
same city used sorcery, and bewitched 
the people of Samaria, giving out 
that himself was some great one ; 

10 To whom they all gave heed, 
from the least to the greatest, saying, 
This man is the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, be¬ 
cause that of long time he had be¬ 
witched them with sorceries. 

12 But when they believed Philip 
reaching the things concerning the 
ingdom of God, and the name of 

Jesus Christ, they were baptized, 
both men and women. 

13 Then Simon himself helieved 
also; and when he was baptized, he 
continued with Philip, and wondered, 
beholding the miracles and signs 
which were done. 

14 Now when the apostles whioh 
were at Jerusalem heard that Samaria 
had recoived the word of God, they 
sent unto them Peter and John; 

15 Who, when they were come down, 
prayed for them, that they might re¬ 
ceive the Holy Ghost; 

16 (For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them; only they woro bap¬ 
tized in the name of the Lord Jesus.) 

17 Then laid they thoir hands on 
them, and they rooeivod the Holy 
Ghost. 

18 And when Simon saw lhai 
through laying on of the apostles’ 
hands the Holy Ghost was given, he 
offered them money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this power, 
that on whomsoever I lay hands, he 
may reoeivo the Holy Ghost. 

20 But Peter said unto him, Thj 
money perish with thee, beoause thou 
hast thought that the gift of God may 
be purohased with money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor lot in 
this matter; for thy heart is net 
right in tho sight of God. 

22 Repent therefore of this thy 
wickedness, and pray God, if perhaps 
the thought of thine heart may m 
forgiven thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou art la 
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the gall of bitterness, and in the bond 
of iniquity. 

24 Tb cn answered Simon, and said. 
Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none 
of these things which ye have spoken 
come upon me. 

25 And they, when they had testi¬ 
fied and preached the word of the 
Lord, returned to Jerusalem, and 
preached the gospel in many villages 
of the Samaritans. 

26 And the angel of the Lord spake 
onto Philip, Baying, Arise, and go 
toward the south, onto the way that 
goeth down from Jerusalem nnto 
Gaia, which is desert. 

27 And he arose and went; and, 
behold, a man of Ethiopia, a eunuch 
of great authority under Candace 
queen of the Ethiopians, who had 
tne charge of all her treasure, and 
had oome to Jerusalem for to wor¬ 
ship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting in his 
chariot read Esaiaa the prophet. 

29 Then the Spirit said unto Philip, 
Go near, and join thyself to this 
ohariot. 

30 And Philip ran thither to him, 
and heard him read the prophet 
Esaias, and said, Understandest thou 
what thou readeBt? 

31 And he said, How oan I, except 
some man should guide me 7 And 
he desired Philip that he would oome 
up and Bit with aim. 

32 The place of the scripture which 
he read was this, He was led ae a 
sheep to the slaughter; and like a 
lamb dumb before his shearer, so 
opened he not his mouth; 

33 In his humiliation his judgment 
was taken away; and who shall de¬ 
clare his generation 7 for his life is 
taken from the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered Philip, 
and said, I pray thee, of whom speak- 
eth the prophet this 7 of himself, or 
of some other mso 7 

35 Then Philip opened his mouth, 
and hegan at the same scripture, and 
preached unto him Jesus. 

36 And aB they went on their way, 
they came nnto a certain water; and 
the eunuch said, See, here is water; 
what doth hinder me to be bapticed 7 

37 And Philip said, If thou be- 
herest with all thine heart, thou may- 
eeL And he answered and said, I 


believe that Jesus Christ Is the Son 
of God. 

38 And he commanded the chariot 
to stand still; and they went down 
both into the water, both Philip and 
the eunuch; and he baptized him. 

39 And when they were come up 
out of the water, the Spirit of the 
Lord caught away Philip, that the 
eunuch saw him do more; and he 
went on bis way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at Azotus; 
and passing through he preached 
in all the oities, till he came to Ccesa- 
rea. 

CHAPTER IX 

SauTt conversion — He u baptized by Ana 

nias — He prtxuJieth Christ -— The Jew* lay 

ioait to HZ7 Mm —Peter Kealeth ABnraj of 

the palsy—Tabitha raised. 

ND Saul, yet breathing oni 
threatenings and slaughter 
against the disciples of the Lord, 
went nnto the high priest, 

2 And desired of him letters to Da 
mascus to the synagogues, that if he 
found any of this way, whether they 
were men or women, he might bring 
them bound nnto Jerusalem. 

3 And as he journeyed, he came near 
Damascus; and suddenly there shined 
round about him a light from hea¬ 
ven ; 

4 And he fell to the earth, ami 
heard a voice saying unto him, Saul. 
6aul, why persecutest thou me 7 

5 And he said, Who art thou. Lord 7 
And the Lord said, I am Jesus whom 
thou persecutest; it is hard for thee 
to kick againet the pricks. 

6 And he trembling and astonished 
said, Lord, what wilt thou have me 
to do 7 And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the oity, and it 
shall be told thee what thou must do 

7 And they who were journeying 
with him saw indeed the light, and 
were afraid ; but they heard not the 
voice of him who spake to him. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth ; 
and when his eyes were opened, he 
saw do man; but they lea him by 
the hand, and brought him into Da¬ 
mascus. 

9 And he was three days without 
sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

10 And there was a certain disciple 
at Damascus, named Ananias; and 
to him said the Lord in a vision, Ana- 
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nias. And he said, Behold, I am 

hero, Lord. 

11 And tho Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into tho street which 
ig called Straight, and inquire in the 
house of Judas for one called Saul, 
of Tarsus; for, behold, ho prayoth, 

12 And hath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias coming in, and put¬ 
ting his band on him, that ho might 
reoeivo his eight. 

13 Then Ananias answered, Lord, 
1 have hoard by many of this man, 
how muoh evil he hath done to thy 
■aints at Jerusalem; 

14 And here he hath authority from 
the chief priests to bind all that call 
on thy name. 

16 But the Lord said unto him, Go 
thy way; for be is a chosen vossel 
unto me, to bear my name before tho 
Gentiles, and kings, and the children 
of Israol; 

16 For I will show him how groat 
things ho must suffer for my name's 
sake. 

17 And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the house; and putting 
his hands on him said, Brother Saul, 
Ihe Lord, oven Jesus, that appeared 
unto thee in tho way as thou earnest, 
hath sent mo, that thou mightest re¬ 
ceive thy sight, and be filled with the 
Iloly Ghost. 

18 And immediately there fell from 
bis eyes as it had been soales ; and 
bo rooeived Bight forthwith, and arose, 
and was baptizod. 

19 And when he had received meat, 
he was strengthened. Then was Saul 
certain days with the disciples which 
were at DamasouB. 

20 And straightway he preaohod 
Christ in the synagogues, that ho is 
tho Son of God. 

21 But all that hoard him were 
aiuazcd, and said ; Is not this he that 
destroyed thorn which called on this 
namo in Jerusalem, and came hither 
for Llmt intent, that he might bring 
them bound unto the ohief priests ? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and oonfounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving 
that this is very Christ. 

23 And after that many days were 
fnlfilled, the Jews took oonnsel to kill 
him; 

24 But their lying In wait was I 


known of Banl. And they watohod 
the gates day and night to kill him. 

25 Then tho disoiplcs took hiui by 
night, and let him down by tho wall 
in a basket. 

26 And when Saul was oome to Je¬ 
rusalem, ho assayed to join himself 
to the disciples ; but they were all 
afraid of him, and bolieved not that 
he was a disoiplc. 

27 But Bamahas took him, and 
brought him to the apostles, and de¬ 
clared unto them how ho bad seen 
the Lord in the way, and that he 
had spoken to him, and how he had 
proached boldly at Damasous in tho 
name of Jesus. 

28 And he was with them ooming 
in and going out at Jerusalem. 

29 And he spake boldly in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and dis¬ 
puted against the Greoians; bat they 
wont about to slay him. 

30 When the hrelhren knew this, 
they brought him down to Cmsarea, 
and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

31 Then had the ohurchos rest 
throughout all Judea and Galilee and 
Samaria, and were edified; and walk¬ 
ing in the fear of the Lord, and in 
tho oomfort of tho Holy Ghost, were 
multiplied. 

32 And it came to pass, as Peter 
assod throughout all these regions, 
e came down also to the saints 

which dwolt at Lydda. 

33 And there he found a oertain 
man namod ASneas, whioh had kept 
his bed eight years, and was sick of 
the palsy. 

34 And Peter said onto him, A&neas, 
Jesus Christ maketh thee whole; 
arise, and make thy bed. And he 
arose immediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lydda 
and Saron saw him, and turned to 
the Lord. 

30 Now there was at Joppa a oer¬ 
tain disciple named Tabitna, whioh 
by interpretation is called Doroas; 
this woman was full of good works 
and almsdeeds which she did. 

37 And it oame to pass in those 
days, that she was sick, and died; 
whom when they had washed, they 
laid her in an upper ohambor. 

38 And forasmuch as Lydda was 
nigh to Joppa, and tho disoiples had 
heard that reter was there, they sent 
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onto him two men, deairiDg him that 
he wonld not delay to come to them. 

39 Then Peter arose and went with 
them. When he was come, they 
brought him into the upper cham¬ 
ber; and ail the widows stood by him 
weeping, and showing the coats and 
garments which Dorcas made, while 
■he was with them. 

40 But Peter put them all forth, 
and kneeled down, and prayed; and 
turning him to the body said, Tabi- 
tha, arise. And she opened her eyes ; 
and when she saw Peter, she sat 
up. 

41 And he gave her his hand, and 
lifted her np; and when he had 
called the saints and widows, he pre¬ 
sented her alive. 

42 And it was known throughout 
all Joppa; and many believed in the 
Lord. 

43 And it came to pass, that he 
tarried many days in Joppa wilh one 
Simon a tanner. 

CHAPTER X. 

ftio 1 preacheth Chritt to Oomtliut and hit 

company — The. Holy Ghotl faUeth on them, 

and they art baptized. 

HERE was a certain man in 
Cssarea called Cornelius, a cen¬ 
turion of tbe band called the Italian 
band, 

2 A devout man, and one that fear¬ 
ed Qod with all his house, which gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed 
to Qod always. 

3 He saw in a vision evidently, 
about the ninth hour of the day, an 
angel of Qod coming in to him, and 
saying unto him, Cornelius. 

4 And when ho looked on him, he 
was afraid, and said, What is it, 
Lord? And he said onto him, Thy 
prayers and thine alms are come np 
for a memorial before Qod. 

5 And now send men to Joppa, and 
call for one Simon, whose surname is 
Peter; 

6 He lodgeth with one Simon a tan¬ 
ner, whose house is by the sea-side; 
he shall tell thee what thou oughtest 
to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake 
unto Cornelius was departed, he call¬ 
ed two of his household servants, and 
a devout soldier of them that waited 
on him oontinually; 

8 And when he had declared all 


these things unto them, he sent then 
to Joppa. 

9 On the morrow, as they went on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto 
the city, Peter went up upoD th« 
housetop to pray about the siitk 
hour; 

10 And he became very hungry, 
and would have eaten ; but while they 
made ready, he fell into a trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, and • 
certain vessel descending ante him, 
as it had been a great sheet knit at 
the four corners, and let down to th« 
earth ; 

12 Wherein were all manner of 
fourfooted beasts of the earth, ami 
wild beasts, and creeping things, and 
fowls of the air. 

13 And there came a voice to him 
Rise, Peter; kill, and eat. 

14 But Peter said, Not so, Lord; 
for I have never eaten any thing that 
is common or unclean. 

15 And the voice spake unto him 
again the second time. What Qod hath 
cleansed, that call not thou common 

16 This was- done thrice; and the 
vessel was received up again ini . 
heaven. 

17 Now while Peter doubted in 
himself what this vision which be 
had seen should mean, behold, th^ 
men which were sent from Corneliu* 
had made inquiry for Simon’s house, 
and stood hefore the gate, 

IS And called, and asked whethc 
Simon, which was surnamed Peter, 
were lodged there. 

19 While Peter thoughton the vision, 
the Spirit said unto him, Behold, 
three men seek thee. 

20 Arise therefore, and get thee 
down, and go with them, doubting 
nothing; for I have sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the 
men which were sent unto him from 
Cornelius; and said, Behold, I am be 
whom ye seek; what is the cause 
wherefore ye are come ? 

22 And they said, Cornelius tbe 
centurion, a just man, and one that 
feareth Qod, and of good report 
among all the nation of the Jews, 
was warned from Qod by a holy angel 
to send for thee into his house, and 
to hear words of thee. 

23 Then called he them in, and 
lodged them. And on the morrow 
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Peter went away with them, and cer¬ 
tain brethren from Joppa accom¬ 
panied him. 

24 And the morrow after they en- 
torod into Caesarea. And Cornelius 
waited for them, and had called to¬ 
gether his kinsmen and near friends. 

25 And as Peter was ooming in, 
Cornelius met him, and fell down at 
his feet, and worshipped him. 

20 But Peter took mm up, saying, 
Bland up; I myself also am a man. 

27 And as he talked with him, he 
went in, and found many that were 
oome together. 

28 And he said unto them, Ye 
know how that it is an unlawful 
thing for a man that is a Jew to 
keep company, or come unto one of 
another nation ; but God hath ehow- 
od me that I should not call any man 
oommon or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you with¬ 
out gainsaying, as soon as I was sent 
for; I ask therefore for what intent 
ye have sent for me ? 

30 And Cornelius said, Four days 
ago I was faBting until this hour; 
and at the ninth hour I prayed in 
my house, and, behold, a man stood 
before me in bright olothing, 

31 And said, Cornelius, thy prayer 
is heard, and thine alms are had in 
remoinbranco in the sight of God. 

32 Send therofore to Joppa, and 
call lnthor Simon, whoso surname is 
Peter; ho is lodged in the house of 
one Simon a tanner by the sea-Bide; 
who, whon be cometh, shall Bpeak 
unto thee. 

33 Immediately theroforo I sent to 
thee; and thou hast well done that 
thou art oome. Now therefore are 
we all here present before God, to hear 
all things that are commanded thee 
of God. 

34 Then Poter opened his mouth, 
aud said, Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons; 

35 But in evory nation he that 
fcareth him, and worketh righteous¬ 
ness, is accepted with him. 

36 The word which God sent unto 
the ohildren of Israel, preaching 
peaoe by Jesus Christ; (he is Lord 
of all;) 

37 That word, I say, ye know, 
whioh was publishod throughout all 
Judea, and began from Galilee, after 
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the baptism which John preached; 

38 How God anointed Jesus of Na¬ 
zareth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power; who went about doing good, 
and healing all that were oppressed 
of tho devil; for God was with him. 

39 And we are witnesses of all 
things which he did both in the land 
of tho Jews, and in Jerusalem; whom 
they slew and hanged on a tree; 

40 Him God raised up the third 
day, and showed him openly; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto 
witnesses chosen before of God, even 
to us, who did eat and drink with 
him after he rose from the dead. 

42 And he commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to testify that 
it is he wuich was ordained of God 
to be the Judge of quiok and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name who¬ 
soever beliereth in him shall reoeive 
remission of sins. 

44 While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them whioh heard the word. 

45 And they of the ciroumoision 
whioh believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then 
answered Peter, 

47 Can any man forbid water, that 
those should not he baptized, whioh 
have received the Holy Ghost as well 
as we? 

48 And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the namo of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry oer 
tain days. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Peter*t defence — The. gospel preached in 

Phenice, Cyprus, and Antioch—The disc* 

pies coiled Christians—They send relief tc 

the brethren in Judea, 

ND the apostles and brethren 
that were in Judea heard that 
the Gentiles had also received the 
word of God. 

2 And when Peter was oome np to 
Jerusalem, they that were of the oir- 
oomoision contended with him, 

3 Saying, Thou weutest in to men 
unciroumoised, and didst eat with 
them. 

4 But Peter rehearsed the matter 
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from the beginning, and expounded 
it by order unto them, saying, 

5 I was in the city of JoppA pray¬ 
ing, and in a tranoe I saw a vision, 
A certain ▼eaeel descend, as it had 
been a great Bheet, let down from 
heaven hy four corners; and it came 
even to me; 

6 Upon the which when I had fas¬ 
tened mine eyes, I considered, and 
saw fourfooted boasts of the earth, 
and wild beaBtB, and creeping things, 
and fowls of the air. 

7 And I heard a voice Baying onto 
me, AriBe, Peter; slay and eat. 

8 Bat I said, Not bo, Lord; for 
nothing oommon or unolean bath at 
any time entered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered me again 
from heaven, What Qod hath cleans¬ 
ed, that call not thou common. 

10 And this was done three times; 
and all were drawn np again into 
heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there 
were three men already come onto 
the house where I was, Bent from 
Cmsarea unto me. 

12 And the Spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover 
these six brethren accompanied me, 
and we entored into the man’s house; 

13 And he showed ns how he had 
aeon an angel in his house, which 
stood and said unto him, Send mon 
to Joppa, and o&Il for Simon, whose 
surname is Peter; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, where¬ 
by thoa and all thy house shall be 
saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, the 
Holy Qhost fell on them, as on us at 
the beginning. 

10 Than remembered I the word of 
the Lord, how that he said, John in- 
deod baptised with water; but ye 
shall be baptised with the Holy Qhost. 

17 Forasmuch then as Qod gavo 
them the like gift as he did onto us, 
who helieved on the Lord Josus 
Christ, what was I, that I could with¬ 
stand Qod? 

18 When they heard these things, 
they held their peace and glorified 
Qod, saying, Then hath Qod also to 
the Gen tiles granted repentanoe unto 
life. 

19 Now they whioh were scattered 
abroad upon the persecution that 


arose about Stephen travelled as far 
as Pbenice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, 
preaching the word to none but unto 
the Jews only. 

20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene, which, when they 
were come to Antioch, spake unto the 
Qreoians, preaching the Lord Jesus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was 
with them; and a great number be¬ 
lieved, and turned unto the Lord. 

22 Then tidings of these things 
came unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jerusalem; and they 
sent forth BamabaB, that he should 
go as far as Antiooh. 

23 Who, when he cams, and had 
seen the grace of Qod, was glad, and 
exhorted them all, that with purpose 
of heart they would cleave unto the 
Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full 
of the Holy Ghost and of faith; and 
much people was added unto the Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to Tar¬ 
sus, for to seek Saul; 

20 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it 
came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled themselves with thechurch. 
and taught much people. And the 
discipleB were called Christians first 
in Antioch. 

27 And iu these days came prophets 
from Jerusalem unto Antiooh. 

28 And there stood np one of them 
named Agabus, and signified by the 
Spirit that there should be great 
dearth throughout all the world; 
whioh oame to pass in the days of 
Claudius CsBar. 

29 Then the disciples, every man 
according to his ability, determined 
to send relief unto the brethren which 
dwelt in Judea; 

30 Which also they did, and sent It 
to the elders by the hands of Barca 
bas and Saul. 

CHAPTER XII. 

King Herod perteculeih the saints, kdlelh 
James, and imyrisoneih Ptl/r; whom an 
angel delivereth upon the prayert of 
church—Herod is stricken by an angel and 
dicth —TV word of Qod prosperetK. 

OW nbout that time Herod the 
king stretched forth his hands 
to vex certain of the church. 

2 And he killed James the brother 
of John with the sword. 
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5 And because he saw it ploased the 
Jows, be proccoded further to take 
Peter also. (Thon were the days of 
unleavened bread.) 

4 And whon he had apprehended 
him, he pat him in prison, and deli¬ 
vered him to foar quaternions of 
soldiers to keep him ; intending after 
Easter to bring him forth to the 
people. 

6 Peter therefore was kept in pri¬ 
son ; but prayer was made without 
sensing of the oharoh unto God for 
him. 

6 And when Jlorod would have 
brought bim forth, the same night 
Poler was sleeping between two sol¬ 
diers, bound with two chains; and 
the keepers before the door kept the 
prison. 

7 And, behold, the angel of tho 
Lord oamo unto bim, and a light 
shined in the prison ; and he smote 
Potor on the side, and raised him up, 
saying, Arise np quickly. And his 
ohftine fell off from his hands. 

6 And the angol said nnto him, 
Gird thyself, and bind on thy san¬ 
dals ; and so he did. And he saith 
unto him, Cast thy garment about 
thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed 
him; and wist not that it was true 
wbioh was done by the angel; but 
thought he saw a vision. 

10 When they were past the first and 
the second ward, thoy came unto the 
iron gate that leadeth unto the oity; 
which opened to them of his own ao- 
oord; and they wont out, and passed 
on through one street; and forthwith 
the angel departed from him. 

11 And when Peter was oome to 
himself, he said, Now I know of a 
inrety, that the Lord hath sent his 
angel, and hath delivered mo out of 
the hand of Herod, and from all the 
ezpeotation of the people of the 
Jews. 

12 And when he had considered the 
thing, he oame to the honse of Mary 
the mother of John, whose surname 
was Mark; where many were ga¬ 
thered together praying. 

13 And as Peter knooked at the 
door of the gate, a damsel oame to 
hearken, Darned Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter's 
voloe, she opened not the gate for 


gladness, but ran in, and told how 
Peter stood before the gate. 

16 And they said unto her, Thon art 
mad. Bat she constantly affirmed 
that it was even so. Then said they, 
It is his angel. 

10 But Peter continued knocking ; 
and whon thoy had opened the door, 
and saw him, they were astonished. 

17 Bnt he, beokoning unto thou 
with the hand to hold their peace, 
declared unto thorn how the Lord 
had brought him ont of the prison. 
And he said, Go show those things 
unto Jamos, and to the brethren. 
And he departed, and went into an¬ 
other place. 

13 Now as soon as it was day, 
there was no small stir among the 
soldiers, what was beoome of Peter. 

19 And when Herod had sought for 
him, and found him not, he examined 
the keepers, and oommanded that 
they should be put to death. And ht 
wont down from Judea to Cesarea, 
and there abode. 

20 And Herod was highly displeased 
with them of Tyre and Sidon; but 
they oame with one aocord to him, 
and, having made Blastns the king’i 
chamberlain their friend, desired 
peace; because their oonntry wai 
nonrished by the king’s oountry. 

21 And upon a set day Herod, ar¬ 
rayed in royal apparel, sat apon his 
throne, and made an oration ante 
them. 

22 And the people gave a shout, 
saying, It is the voice of a god, and 
not of a man. 

23 And immediately the angel of 
the Lord smote him, beoaose he gave 
not God the glory; and he was eaten 
of worms, and gave up the ghost. 

24 But the word of God grew and 
multiplied. 

25 And Barnabas and Baal returned 
from Jerusalem, when they had ful¬ 
filled their ministry, and took with 
them John, whose surname was Mark. 

CHAPTBR XTTL 

Paul and Barnabas an galled by the Holjj 
Ohost—Elymas the. sorcerer —Auil prtachr 
eth at Antioch. 

N OW there were In the ohuroh 
that was at Antioch certain pro¬ 
phets and teachers; as Barnabas, 
and Simeon that was oalled Niger, 
and Luoini of Cyrene, and Manaen,

which had been brooght up with 
Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. 

2 As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Ghost Baid, Se¬ 
parate me Barnabas and Saul for the 
work wbereanto I have called them. 

3 And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them away. 

4 So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost, departed unto Seleucia; 
and from thence they sailed to Cyprus. 

5 And when they wero at Salamis, 
they preached the word of God in 
the synagogues of the Jews; and 
they had also John to their minister. 

6 And when they had gone through 
the isle unto Paphos, they fonnd a 
certain sorcerer, a false prophet, a 
Jew, whose name was Bar-jesus; 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
sountry, Sergius Panins, a prudent 
man ; who called for Barnabas and 
Saul, and desired to hear the word of 
God. 

8 But Elymas the sorcerer (for so 
U his name by interpretation) with¬ 
stood them, seeking to turn away the 
deputy from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also is called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, set 
his eyes on him, 

10 And said, 0 full of all subtilty 
and all mischief, thou child of the 
devil, thou enemy of all righteous¬ 
ness, wilt thou not cease to pervert 
the right ways of the Lord ? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of 
the Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt 
be blind, not seeing the sun for a 
season. And immediately there fell 
on him a mist and a darkness; and 
he went about seeking some to lead 
him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw 
what was done, believed, being asto¬ 
nished at the dootrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his company 
loosed from Paphos, they came to 
Perga in Pampnylia; and John de¬ 
parting from them returned to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

14 But when they departed from 
Perga, they oame to Antiooh in Pi- 
sidia, and went into the synagogue 
on the Sabbath day, and sat down. 

16 And after the reading of the law 
and the prophets, the rulers of the 
synagogue sent ante them, saying, 


Te men and brethren, if ye have any 
word of exhortation for the people, 
Bay on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beckon 
ing with his hand said, Men of Israel, 
and ye that fear God, give audience. 

17 The God of this people of Israel 
chose our fathers, and exalted the 

a le when they dwelt as strangers 
e land of Egypt, and with a high 
arm hronght he them ont of it. 

18 And about the time of forty 
years suffered he their manners in the 
wilderness. 

19 And when he had destroyed sever 
nations in the land of Ch&naan, hf 
divided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave unto them 
judges about the space of four hue 
dred and fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired a 
king; and God gave unto them Saul 
the son of Cis, a man of the tribe of 
Benjamin, by the space of forty 
years. 

22 And when he had removed him. 
he raised np onto them David to bo 
their king ; to whom also he gavi 
testimony, and said, I have found 
David the son of Jesse, a man after 
mine own heart, which shall fulfil all 
my will. 

23 Of this man's seed hath God, ao 
cording to his promise, raised uni" 
Israel a Saviour, Jesus ; 

24 When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of re¬ 
pentance to all the people of Israel. 
25 And as John fulfilled his coarse, 
he said, Whom think ye that I am ? 
I am not he. But, behold, there com 
elh one after me, whose shoes of hi* 
feet I am not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of 
the stook of Abraham, and whoso¬ 
ever among you feareth God, to yon 
is the word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, because they knew 
him not, nor yet the voices of the 
rophets whioh are read every Sab- 
atn day, they have fulfilled them in 
condemning him. 

28 And though they found no canse 
of death in him, yet desired they Pi¬ 
late that he should be slain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took 
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him down from the tree, md laid him 
in a eepulohre. 

30 But God raised him from the 
dead; 

31 And he was seen many days of 
them whioh came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his 
witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise which 
iras made unto the fathers, 

33 God bath fulfilled the same unto 
us their children, in that he hath 
raised up Jesus again; as it is also 
written in the second psalm, Thou art 
my Son, this day have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no more 
to return to corruption, he Baid on 
this wise, I will give you the sure 
mercies of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in an¬ 
other psalm, Thou shalt not suffer 
thine Holy Ono to see corruption. 

36 For David, after he had served 
hiB own generation by tho will of 
God, fell aBleep, and was laid unto 
his fathers, and saw corruption ; 

37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 

36 Be it known unto you therefore, 
men and brethren, that through this 
man is preached unto you the for¬ 
giveness of sins; 

30 And by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from which 
ye could not he justified by the law 
of Moses. 

40 Beware therefore, leBt that come 
upon you, whioh is spoken of in the 
prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and perish ; for 1 work a work in 
your days, a work whioh ye shall in 
no wise believe, though a man de¬ 
clare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone 
out of the synagogue, the Gontiles 
besought that these words might be 
preached to them the next Sabbath. 

43 Now when the oongregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and re¬ 
ligious proselytes followed Paul and 
Barnabas; who, speaking to them, 
persuaded them to oontinue in the 
grace of God. 

44 And the next Sabbath day oame 
almost tho whole oity t gether to hear 
the word of God. 


46 But when the Jews saw the mul¬ 
titudes, they were filled with envy, 
and spake against those things whioh 
were spoken by Paul, contradioting 
and blaspheming. 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and said, It was necessary that 
the word of God should first have 
been spoken to you; but seeing ye 
put it from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we 
turn to the Gentiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord commanded 
us, sayiDg, I have set thee to be a 
light of the Gentiles, that thou should - 
est be for salvation unto the ends of 
the earth. 

48 And when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the Lord; and as many as 
believed were ordained unto eternal 
life. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region. 

50 But the Jews stirred up the de¬ 
vout and honourable women, and the 
chief men of the city, and raised 

oraeoution against Paul and Barna- 

as, and expelled them out of their 
coasts. 

51 But they shook off the dust of 
their feet against them, and oame 
unto Iconium. 

52 And the disciples were filled 
with joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

A cripple heeded — Paul it tinned—They am 
firm Vu ditcipUt. 

ND it oame to pass in Iconium, 
that they went both together 
into the synagogue of the Jews, and 
so spake, that a great multitude both 
of tne Jews and also of the Greeks 
believed. 

2 But the unbelieving Jews stirred 
up the Gentiles, and made their 
minds evil affeoted against the bre¬ 
thren. 

3 Long time therefore abode they 
speaking boldly in the Lord, whioh 
gave testimony unto the word of his 
grace, and granted signs and wonders 
to be done hy their hands. 

4 But the multitude of the oity was 
divided; and part held with the 
Jews, and part with the apostles. 

6 And when there was an assault 
made both of the Gentiles, and also 
of the Jews with their rulers, to use 
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them deBpitefully, and to stone them, 

6 They were ware of it, and fled 
onto Lyatra and Derbe, oities of Ly- 
oaonia, and unto the region that lieth 
round about; 

7 And there they preached the 
gospel. 

8 And there sat a certain man at 
LyBtra, impotent in his feet, being a 
oripple from his mother’s womb, who 
never had walked; 

9 The same heard Paul speak; who 
steadfastly beholding him, and per¬ 
ceiving that he had faith to be healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And ho leaped 
and walked. 

11 And when the people saw what 
Paul had done, they lifted up their 
voices, saying in the speech of Ly- 
oaonia, The gods are come down to 
us in the likeness of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Ju- 
iter; and Paul, Mercurius, because 
e was the chief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen 
and garlands unto the gates, and 
would have done sacrifice with the 
people. 

14 When the apostles, Barnabas and 
Paul, heard this, they rent their 
olothos, and ran in among the people, 
erying out, 

15 And saying. Sirs, why do yo 
these things ? We also aro men of 
like passions with you, and preach 
unto you that ye should turn from 
those vanities unto the living Qod, 
whioh made heavon, and earth, and 
the sea, and all things that are 
therein; 

16 Who in timeB past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did good, 
and gave us rain from heaven, and 
fruitful seasons, filling our hearts 
with food and gladness. 

18 And with these sayings soaroe 
restrained they the people, that thoy 
had not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 And there oame thither certain 
Jews from Antioch and loonium, 
who persuaded the people, and, hav¬ 
ing stoned Paul, drew him out of 
the oity, supposing he had been 
dead. 

20 How belt, as the disciples stood 


round about him, he rose up, and 
came into the city; and the next da; 
he departed with Barnabas to Derbe, 

21 And when they had preached 
the gospel to that city, and had 
tanght many, they returned again to 
LyBtra, and to loonium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the souls of the dis 
oiples, and exhorting them to con 
tinue in the faith, and that we must 
through much tribulation enter Lnlu 
the kingdom of Qod. 

23 And when they had ordained 
them elders in every charch, and 
had prayed with fasting, they com¬ 
mended them to the Lord, on whom 
they believed. 

24 And after they had passe* 
throughout Pisidia, they came t< 
Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached 
the word in Perga, they went dowD 
into Attalia; 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, 
from whonce they had been recom 
mended to the grace of Qod for the 
work which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and 
had gathered the chnrch together, 
they rehearsed all that Qod had done 
with them, and how he had opened 
the door of faith nnto the Qentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time 
with the disciples. 

CHAPTER XV. 

Distension touching circumcision—Tht d* 

cigion of James-—Srpamtum of Paul ami 

Barnabas. 

ND certain men whioh oame 
down from Judea taught the 
brethren, and said, Except ye be cir- 
oumoised after the manner of Moses, 
ye oannot be saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Bar¬ 
nabas had no small dissension and 
disputation with them, they deter¬ 
mined that Paul and Barnabas, and 
certain other of them, should go up 
to Jerusalem unto the apostles and 
eldors about this question. 

3 And being brought on their way 
by the churoh, they passed through 
Phenioe and Samaria, declaring the 
conversion of the Gentiles; and they 
oansed great joy nnto all the bre¬ 
thren. 

4 And when they were come to 
Jerusalem, they were reoeired of the 
churoh, and of the apostles and eld- 
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ers, and they declared all things that 
God had done with thorn. 

5 But thero rose up certain of the 
sect of the Pharisees which believed, 
saying, That it was needful to eir- 
cumoise them, and to oommand them 
to beep the law of Moses. 

6 And the apostles and elders came 
together for to consider of this mat¬ 
ter. 

7 And when there had been much 
disputing, Peter rose up, and said 
onto them, Men and brethren, ye 
know how that a good whilo ago God 
made choice among us, that the Gon- 
tilos by my mouth should hear the 
word of tbo gospel, and believe. 

8 And God, which knoweth the 
hearts, bare them witness, giving 
them the Holy Ghost, even as he did 
unto ns; 

9 And put no difference botween us 
and them, purifying their hearts by 
faith. 

10 Now therefore why tompt ye 
God, to put a yoke upon the neck 
of the disoiplos, which neither our 
fathers nor we were able to bear ? 

11 But we believe that through the 
graoo of the Lord Jesus Christ we 
shall be saved, even as they. 

12 Then all the multitude kept 
silenoe, and gave audience to Barna¬ 
bas and Paul, deolaring what miraoles 
and wonders God had wrought among 
the Gentiles by thorn. 

13 And after they had hold their 
peaoo, James answered, saying, Men 
and brethren, hearken unto me; 

14 Simeon hath declared how God 
at the first did visit the Gentiles, to 
take oat of them a people for his 
namo. 

1A And to this agree the words of 
the prophets; as it is written, 

10 After this I will return, and will 
bnild again tbe tabornaole of David, 
whioh is fall en down ; and I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I will set 
it up ; 

17 That the residue of men might 
seek after the Lord, and all the Gen¬ 
tiles, upon whom my nnme is called, 
eaith tne Lord, who dooth all these 
things. 

18 Known unto God are all his 
works from the beginning of the 
world. 

IP Wherefore my sentence is, that 
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we tronblo not them, which from 
among tho Gontiles are turned to God; 

20 But that we write unto them, that 
they abstain from pollutions of idols, 
and from fornication, and from things 
strangled, and from blood. 

21 For Moses of old time hath in 
every oity thorn that preach him, 
being read in tbe synagogues every 
Sabbath day. 

22 Then pleased it tho apostles and 
eldors, with the whole church, to send 
chosen men of thoir own company to 
Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; 
namely, Judas surnAmcd Bursabas, 
and Silas, chief men among the 
brothron; 

23 And they wroto lettors by them 
after this manner; The apostles and 
elders and brethren send greeting 
unto the brethren which are of the Gen¬ 
tiles in Antioch and Syria and Cilicia; 

24 Forasmnch as we have heard, 
that certain men whioh went out from 
us have troubled you with words, sub¬ 
verting your souls, saying, Ye must 
be circumcised, and keep the law; to 
whom we gave no suen command¬ 
ment; 

25 It seemed good unto as, being 
assembled with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you with our beloved 
Barnabas and Paul, 

26 Men that have hazarded their 
lives for the name of oar Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore Judas 
and Silas, who shall also tell you the 
same things by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no 
greater burden than these neoessary 
things; 

29 That ye abstain from meats offered 
to idols, and from blood, and from 
things strangled, and from fornica¬ 
tion ; from whioh if ye keep your¬ 
selves, ye shall do well. Fare ye well. 

30 So when they were dismissed, 
they oame to Antiooh; and when they 
hAd gathered the multitnde together, 
they delivered the epistle; 

31 Wliioh when they had read, they 
rojoioed for the oonsolation. 

32 And Judas and Silas, being 
prophets also themselves, exhorted 
the brethren with many words, and 
oonflrmed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there 
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a space, they were let go in peace 
from the brethren onto the apostles. 

34 Notwithstanding it pleased Silas 
to abide there still. 

35 Paul also and Barnabas continned 
in Antioch, teaching and preaching 
the word of the Lord, with many 
others also. 

36 And some days after, Paul said 
unto Barnabas, Let us go again and 
visit our brethren in every city where 
we have preached the word of the 
Lord, and see how they do. 

37 And Barnabas determined to take 
with them John, whose surname was 
Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to 
take him with them, who departed 
from them from Pamphylia, and went 
not with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp 
between them, that they departed 
asunder one from the other; and so 
Barnabas took Mark, and sailed unto 
Cyprus; 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and de- 
arted, being recommended by the 
rethren unto the grace of Qod. 

41 And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the churches. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Paul dnrumciseth T\mathy—Qmverteth Lydia 

—Oastelh out a spirit of divination—Paul 

and SUaj art whipped and imprisoned — 

The jailer it converted , and they are de¬ 
livered. 

HEN oame he to Derbe and Lys- 
tra; and, behold, a certain disci¬ 
ple was there, named Timotheus, the 
son of a certain woman, whioh was a 
Jewess, and believed; but his father 
was a Greek; 

2 Whioh was well reported of by the 
brethren that were at Lystra and 
Ioonium. 

3 Him would Panl have to go forth 
with him; and took and circumoised 
him beoause of the Jews which were 
in those quarters; for they knew all 
that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the 
oities, they delivered them the decrees 
for to keep, that were ordained of the 
apostles and eldors whioh were at 
Jerusalem. 

5 And so were the ohurohes estab¬ 
lished in the faith, and increased in 
number daily. 

6 Now when they had gone through¬ 


out Phrygia and the region of Galatia, 
and were forbidden of the Holy Ghost 
to preach the word in Asia, 

7 After they were come to My si a, 
they assayed to go into Bithynia; but 
the Spirit suffered them not. 

8 And they passing by Myeia came 
down to Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul i& 
the night; There stood a man of 
Macedonia / and prayed him, saying, 
Come over into Macedonia, and help 

us. 

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavored to go into 
Macedonia, assuredly gathering that 
the Lord had called us for to preach 
the gospel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Troas, we 
came with a straight course to Samo- 
thracia, and the next day to Neapolis; 

12 And from thence to Philippi, 
which is the chief city of that part of 
Macedonia, and a colony; and wo 
were in that city abiding certain day?. 

13 And on the Sabbath we went out 
of the city by a river side, where the 
people resorted for prayer to be made ; 
and we sat down, and spake unto the 
women which resorted thither. 

14 And a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city 
of Thyatira, which worshipped God, 
heard ns; whose heart the Lord 
opened, that she attended unto tho 
things which were spoken of Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized, and 
her household, she besought us, say¬ 
ing, If ye have judged me to be faith¬ 
ful to the Lord, come into my house, 
and abide there. And she constrained 
us. 

16 And it came to pass, as we went 
to prayer, a certain damsel possessed 
with a spirit of divination met us, 
whioh brought her masters much gain 
by soothsaying; 

17 The same followed Paul and us, 
and oried, saying, These men are the 
servants of the most high God, which 
show unto us the way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. 
But Paul, being grieved, turned and 
said to the spirit, I command thee ia 
the name of Jesus Christ to come out 
of her. And he oame out the same 
hour. 

19 And when her masters saw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
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caught Paul and Sila^, and drew them 
into the market-place unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis¬ 
trates, saying, These men, being Jews, 
do exceedingly trouble our oity, 

21 And teaoh oustoms, which are 
not lawful for us to receive, neither 
to observe, boing Romans. 

22 And tho multitude rose up to¬ 
gether against them ; and the magis¬ 
trates rent off their olothes, and com¬ 
manded to heat them. 

23 And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them, they cast them 
into prison, oharging the jailer to 
keep them safely; 

24 Who, having received such a 
oharge, thrust them into tho inner 
prison, and made their feet fast in 
the stocks. 

25 And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and sang praises unto Qod ; 
and the prisoners beard them. 

20 Ana suddenly thero waj a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations 
of the prison were shaken ; and im¬ 
mediately all the doors were opened, 
and every one’s bands wore loosed. 

27 And the keepor of the prison 
awaking out of his Bloep, and seeing 
the prison doorB open, he drow out 
his sword, and would have killed 
himself, supposing that tho prisoners 
had beon fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Do thyself no harm; for we 
aro all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, and 
sprang in, and came trembling, and 
fell down beforo Paul and Silas, 

30 And brought thorn out, and said, 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved ? 

31 And they said, Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
savod and thy house. 

32 i nd they spake unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that 
were in his house. 

33 And he took them the same hour 
of the night, and washed their stripes; 
and was baptized, he and all his, 
straightway. 

34 And when ho had brought them 
into his house, ho set meat beforo 
them, and rojoioed, believing in God 
with all his house. 

35 And when it was day, the ma¬ 
gistrates sent the soijeantB, saying, 
Let those men go. 


30 And the keeper of the prison 
told this saying to Paul, The magis¬ 
trates have sent to let you go; now 
therefore depart, and go in peace. 

37 But Paul said nnto them, They 
have beaten us openly uncondemned, 
being Romans, and have cast us into 
prison; and now do they thrust us 
out privily? nay verily; but let them 
come themselves and fetch us out. 

38 And the aerjeants told these 
words unto the magistrates; and 
they feared, when they heard that 
they were Romans. 

39 And they came and besought 
them, and brought them out, and 
dorired them to depart out of the 
oity. 

40 And they went out of the prison, 
and enterod into the house of Lydia; 
and when they had seen the brethrea, 
they comforted them, and departed. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

Paul preacheth at Thetsalaniea, Berea, and 
Athens. 

OW when they had passed 
through Amphipolis and Apol- 
lonia, they came to Thessalonica, 
where was a synagogue of the Jews; 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, 
went in unto them, and three Sab¬ 
bath days reasoned with them out of 
tho scriptures, 

3 Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead; and that this 
Jesus, whom I preach unto you, is 
Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and 
oonsorted with Paul and Silas ; and 
of the devout Greeks a great multi¬ 
tude, and of the ohief women not a 
few. 

5 But the Jews which. believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them 
certain lewd fellows of the baser sort, 
and gatberod a company, and set all 
the oity on an uproar, and assaulted 
the house of Jason, and sought to 
bring them out to the people. 

6 And when they found thorn not, 
they drew Jason and certain brethren 
unto the rulors of the city, crying, 
Those that have turnod the world 
upside down are come hither also; 

7 Whom Jason bath reaeived; and 
these all do oontrary to the deoreei 
of C»sar, saying that there is another 
king, one Jesus. 
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8 And they troubled the people and 
the rulers of the city, when they 
heard these things. 

9 And when they bad taken security 
of Jason, and of the others, they let 
them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paol and Silas by night 
□nto Berea; who coming thither wont 
into the synagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than 
those in Thcesalonica, in thAt they 
received the word with all readinoss 
of mind, and soarcbed the scrip¬ 
tures daily, whether those things 
were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believed; 
also of honourable women which 
were Greeks, and of men, not a 
few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thesea- 
lonioa bad knowledge that the word 
of God was preached of Paul at Be¬ 
rea, they oame thither also, and 
stirred np the people. 

14 And then immediately the bre¬ 
thren sent away Paul to go as it were 
to the sea; but Silas and Timotheus 
abode there still. 

15 And they that conducted Paul 
bronght him unto Athena; and re¬ 
ceiving a commandment unto Silas 
and Timotheus for to come to him 
with all speed, they departed. 

16 Now while Paul waited for them 
at Athens, his spirit was stirred in 
him, when he saw the city wholly 
given to idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed ho in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and with 
the devoat persons, and in the mar¬ 
ket daily with them that met with 
him. 

18 Then certain philosophers of 
the Epicureans, ana of the Stoics, 
encountered him. And some said, 
What will this babbler say? other 
some, He seemeth to be a setter forth 
of strange gods; because he proached 
onto them Josus, and the resurrec¬ 
tion. 

10 And they took him and they 
brought him unto the Areopagus, say¬ 
ing, May we know what this new doo- 
trine is, whereof thoa speakest ? 

20 For thoa bringesi certain strange 
things to oar ears; we would know 
therefore what these things mean. 

21 (For all the Athenians, and 


strangers which were there, spent 
their time in nothing else, but either 
to tell or to hear some new thing .) 

22 Then Paol stood in the mids> 
of Mars' hill, and said, Ye men of 
Athens, I perceive that in all things 
ye are too superstitions. 

23 For as I passed by, and beheld 
yonr devotions, I found an altar 
with this inscription, TO THE UN¬ 
KNOWN GOD. Whom therefore ye 
ignorantly worship, him declare I 
unto you. 

24 God that made the world and 
all things therein, seeing that he is 
Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth 
not in temples made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with men’s 
hands, as though he needed an? 
thing, seeing he giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things; 

20 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth, and hath deter¬ 
mined the times before appointed, 
and the bounds of their habitation ; 

27 That they shoald seek the Lord, 
if they are willing to find him, for he 
is not far from every one of us ; 

28 For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being; as certain also 
of your own poets have said, For we 
are also his offspring. 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the 
offspring of God, we ought not to 
think that the Godhead is like unto 
gold, or silver, or stone, graven by 
art and man's device. 

30 And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now command- 
eth all men everywhere to repent; 

31 Beoause he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the world 
in righteousness by him whom he 
hath ordained; and he hath given 
assurance of this unto all men, in 
that he hath raised him from the 
dead. 

32 And when they heard of the re- 
snrreotion of the dead, some mooked; 
and others said, We will hear thee 
again of this matter. 

33 So Pan! departed from am9Dg 
them. 

34 Howbeit certain men slave onto 
him, and believed; among the whioh 
was Dionysius the Areopagite, and a 
woman named Damans, and other* 
with them 
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CIIAPTKE XVIII. 

f\ml labour eth with Jlu handj. and prtach- 
flh at Corinth—A vitim—Ht it accused 
bf fiwr Galtin—Apollot prtachiih ChritL 

FTER those things Paul depart¬ 
ed from Athens, and oame to 
Corinth; 

2 And found a certain Jew named 
Aquila, boro in Pontus, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Prisoilla, 
(because that Claudius had com¬ 
manded all Jews to depart from 
Rome,) and came unto them. 

3 And because he was of the samo 
oraft, he abode with them, and 
wrought; (for by their occupation 
they were tentmakers.) 

4 And he reasoned in the syna- 
goguo every Sabbath, and persuaded 
the Jews and the Creeks. 

5 And when SilaB and Timothous 
wero come from Maocdonia, Paul was 
pressed in the spirit, and testified to 
tho Jews that Jeans was Christ. 

6 And when they opposed them¬ 
selves, and blasphemed, he shook his 
raiment, and said unto them, Your 
blood be upon your own heads; I am 
oloan ; from honceforth I will go unto 
the Gentiles. 

7 And he departed thence, and en¬ 
tered into a oortain man’s house, 
named Justus, one that worshipped 
God, whose house joined hard to the 
synagogue. 

8 And Crispus, tho ohief ruler of 
the synagogue, bolievod on the Lord 
with all his house; and many of the 
Corinthians hearing bolieved, and 
wore baptited. 

9 Then spake the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a vision, Be not afraid, 
but speak, and hold not thy peace; 

10 For T am with thee, and no man 
shall set on thee to hurt thee; for I 
have much people in this oity. 

11 And he oontinued there a year 
and six months, teaching the word 
of God among them. 

12 And when Gallio was the deputy 
of A^haia, the Jews made insurrec¬ 
tion with one aooord against Paal, 
and brought him to the judgmont- 
seat, 

13 Baying, This fellow persuadeth 
men to worship God oontrary to- the 
law. 

14 And when Paul was now about 
to open his mouth, Gallio said unto 


the Jews, If it wore a matter of wrong 
or wicked lewdness, 0 yo Jews, rea¬ 
son would that I Bhould bear with 
you; 

15 But if it be a question of words 
and names, and of your law, look ye 
to it; for I will be no judge of suoh 
matters. 

16 And he drave them from the 
judgment-seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took Sos- 
thenes, tho ohief ruler of the syna¬ 
gogue, and beat him before the judg- 
mont-seat. And Gallio cared for 
none of those things. 

18 And Paul after this tarried there 
yet a good while, and then took his 
leavo of tho brethren, and Bailed 
thence into Syria, and with him Pris¬ 
cilla and Aquila; having shorn his 
head in Conchrea; for he had a vow. 

19 And ho oame to Ephesus, and 
left them there; but he himself en¬ 
tered into the synagogue, and rea¬ 
soned with the Jews. 

20 When Ihoy desired him to tarry 
longer timo with them, he oonsonted 
not; 

21 But bado them farewell, saying, I 
rnuBt by all means keop this feast 
that ooinolh in Jorusalem; but I will 
return again unto you, if God will. 
And he sailed from Ephesus, 

22 And when he had landed at 
Cmsarca, and gone up, and saluted 
the church, he went down to Antioch. 

23 And after he had spent some 
timo thero, he departed, and wont 
ovor all the country of Galatia and 
Phrygia in order, strengthening all 
the disoiplos. 

24 And a cortain Jew n&mod Apol- 
los, born at Alexandria, an eloquent 
man, and mighty in the scriptures, 
came to Ephesus. 

25 This man was instructed in the 
way of the Lord; and being fervent 
in the spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of the Lord, 
knowing only the baptism of John. 

26 And ho began to speak boldly in 
tho synagogue; whom when Aquila 
and Prisoilla had heard, they took 
him unto them, and expounded unto 
him the way of God more porfcotly. 

27 And when he was disposod to 
pass into Aohaia, the brethren wrote, 
oxhorting the disoiplos to rooeive 
him ; who, when he was come, helped 
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them much which had believed 
through grace ; 

28 For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, Riul that publicly, Bhowing by 
the scriptures that Jeans was Christ. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

77 u Holy Ghost is given—The word con¬ 
firmed by miracles—Demetrius raiseth an 

uproar against Paul. 

ND it came to pass, that, while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul 
having passed through the upper 
coasts come to Ephesus; and finding 
oertain disciples, 

2 He said unto thorn, Have ye re¬ 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be¬ 
lieved? And they said unto him, 
We have not so much as heard whe¬ 
ther there be any Holy Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them, Unto 
what then were yo baptized? And 
they said, Unto John's baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John verily bap¬ 
tized with the baptism of repent¬ 
ance, saying to the people, that they 
should believe on him which should 
come after him, that is, on Christ 
Jesus. 

5 When they heard this, they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 

6 And whon Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Holy Ghost 
aame on them; and they spake with 
tongues, and prophesied. 

T And all the men were about 
twelve. 

8 And he went into the synagogue, 
and Bpake boldly for the space of 
three months, disputing and persuad¬ 
ing the things concerning tne king¬ 
dom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, 
and believed not, but spake evil of 
that way before the multitude, he de¬ 
parted from them, and separated the 
disoiples, disputing daily in the school 
of one Tyrannus. 

10 And this continued by the space 
of two years; so that all thoy which 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the 
Lord Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God wrought special mira¬ 
cles by the hands of Paul; 

12 So that from his body were 
brought unto the siok handkerchiefs 
or aprons, and the diseases departed 
from them, and the evil spirits went 
out of them. 


13 Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcists, took upon them to 
call over them which had evil spirits 
the name of the Lord Jesus, paying, 
We adjure you by Jesus whom Paul 
preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of one 
Sceva, a Jew, and chief of the priests, 
whioh did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered and 
said, Jesus I know, and Paul I know ; 
but who are ye ? 

16 And the man in whom the evil 
spirit was leaped on them, and over¬ 
came them, and prevailed against 
them, so that they fled out of that 
house naked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the 
Jews and Greeks also dwelling at 
Ephesu9; and fear fell on them all, 
and the name of the Lord Jesus was 
magnified. 

16 And many that believed came, 
and confessed, and showed their deeds. 

19 Many of them also which used 
curious arts brought their books to¬ 
gether, and burned them before all 
men ; and they counted the price of 
them, and found it fifty thousand 
pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of 
God and prevailed. 

21 After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when he 
had passed through Macedonia and 
Achaia, to go to Jerusalem, saying. 
After I have been there, I must also 
see Rome. 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two of 
them that ministered unto him, Timo- 
theus and Erastus; but he himself 
stayed in Asia for a season. 

23 And the same time there arose no 
small stir about that way. 

24 For a certain man named Deme¬ 
trius, a silversmith, whioh made silver 
shrines for Diana, brought no small 
gain unto the oraftsmen ; 

25 Whom he called together with 
the workmen of like occupation, and 
said, Sirs, ye know that by this oraft 
we have our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see ant. hear, that 
not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath 
persuaded and turned away much 
people, saying that they be no gods, 
whioh are made with hands ; 

27 So that not only this our craft is 
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in danger to be set at naught; bat 
nlso I hat the temple of the great god¬ 
dess Diana should be despised and 
her niagnificcnoo should bo destroyed, 
whom all Asia and the world worship¬ 
ped. 

28 And when they heard these say¬ 
ings, they were full of wrath, and 
cried out, saying. Great is Diana of 
the Ephosians. 

29 And the whole city was filled 
with oonfusion; and having caught 
Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Mace¬ 
donia, Paul’s companions in travel, 
they rushed with one aocord into the 
theatre. 

SO And when Paul would havo 
entered in unto the people, the disci¬ 
ples sufierod him not. 

31 And certain of the chief of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto him, 
desiring him that he would not 
adventuro himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, 
and some another; for the assembly 
was confused; and the moro part 
knew not wherefore they wore come 
together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of 
tho multitude, the JewB putting him 
forward. And Alexander beckonod 
with the hand, and would have made 
hie defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he was 
a Jow, all with one voice about the 
spaoe of two hours cried out. Great ie 
Diana of tho Ephesians. 

35 And whon tho townolerk had 
appoasod the people, he said, Ye men 
of Ephesus, what man is there that 
knowclh not how that the city of the 
Ephesians is a worshipper of the 
great goddess Diana, and of tho imago 
whioh fell down from Jupitor? 

36 Seeing thon that these things 
cannot be spoken against, ye ought 
to be quiet, and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither those 
men, whioh are neithor robbers of 
ehurchoa, nor yet blasphemers of your 
goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Demetrius, and the 
oraflBinen whioh are with him, have a 
matter against any man, tho law is 
open, and there are deputies; let 
them implead one another. 

39 But if ye inquire anything con¬ 
cerning other matters, it shall be de¬ 
termined in a lawful assembly. 
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40 For we are in danger to be called 
in question for this day’s uproar, there 
being no cause whereby wo may give 
an account of this concourse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, 
he dismissed the assembly. 

CHAPTER JL2L 

Paul goeth to Macedonia—The Lor (ft tapper 
—Euiychus raised to life—Paul xuarneth 
them of false teachers. 

ND after the uproar was ceased, 
Paul called unto him the disoi- 
ples, and embraced them, and departed 
for to go into Macedonia. 

2 And when he had gone over tho re 
arts, and had given them much ex- 
ortation, ho came into Greece, 

3 And there abode three months. 
And when tho Jews laid wait for him, 
as he was about to sail into Syria, he 
purposed to return through Mace¬ 
donia. 

4 And there accompanied him into 
Asia Sopater of Berea; and of the 
Thossalonians, Aristarchus and 8e- 
cundus; and Gaius of Derbe, and 
Timotheus; and of Asia, Tyohions 
and Trophimus. 

5 These going before tarried for ns 
at Troas. 

6 And we sailed away from Philippi 
after the days of nnleavened bread, 
and came nnto them to Troas in five 
days; whore we abode seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the 
wcok, whon the disciples came together 
to break bread, Paul preached unto 
them, ready to depurton the morrow ; 
and continued his speech until mid¬ 
night. 

8 And there were many lights in the 
nppor ohamber, where they were 
gathered together. 

9 And there sat in a window a 
certain young man named Eutyohns, 
being fallen into a deep sleep ; and as 
Paul was long preaching, he sunk 
down with sleep, and fell down from 
the third loft, and was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul wont down, and fell on 
him, and embracing him said, Trouble 
not yourselves ; for his life is in him 

11 When ho therefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and 
oaten, and talked a long while, even 
till broak of day, so ho departed. 

12 And they brought tho young man 
alive, and were not a little oomfortod. 

13 And we went before to ship, and 
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mailed unto Assob, there intending to 
t&kcinPuul; for bo had he appointed, 
minding himself to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at 
Assos, we took him in, and came to 
Milylene. 

15 And we sailed thence, and came 
the next day over against Chios; and 
the next day we arrived at Samoa, 
and tarried at Trogyllinm; and the 
next day we came to Miletus. 

10 For Paul had determined to Bail 
by Ephesus, because he would not 
spend the time in Asia; for he hasted, 
if it were possible for him, to be at 
Jerusalem the day of Pentecost. 

17 And from Miletus he sent to 
Ephesus, and called the elders of the 
oharoh. 

18 And when they were come to him, 
he said nnto them, Ye know, from 
the first day that 1 came into Asia, 
after what manner I hare been with 
yon at all seasons, 

18 Serving the Lord with all humility 
of mind, and with many tearB, and 
temptations, which befell me by the 
lying in wait of the Jews; 

20 And how I kept back nothing 
that was profitable unto yon, but have 
showed you, and have taught you 
publioly, and from house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, and 
also to the Greeks, repentanoe toward 
God, and faith on Lne name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go bound in 
the spirit unto Jerusalem, not know¬ 
ing the things that shall befall me 
there; 

23 Save that the Uoly Ghost wit¬ 
nessed in every city, saying that 
bonds and affliotions abide me. 

24 Bat none of these things move 
me, neither oount I my life dear onto 
myself, so that I might finish my 
coarse with joy, and the ministry, 
whioh I have reoeived of the Lord 
Jeeas, to testify the gospel of the 
grace of God. 

25 And now, behold, I know that 
ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, shall 
see my face no more. 

26 Whereforo I take you to record 
this day, that I am pure from the 
blood of all men. 

27 For I have not shunned to de- 
alare unto you all the oounscl of God. 


28 Take heed therefore unto your¬ 
selves, and to all the flock, over the 
which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
overseers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his 
own blood. 

28 For I know this, that after my 
departing shall grievous wolves enter 
in among you, not sparing the flock. 

30 Also of your own selves shall 
men arise, speaking perverse things, 
to draw away disciples after them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remember 
that by the space of three years 1 
ceased not to warn every one night 
and day with tears. 

32 And now, brethren, I commend 
you to God, and to the word of his 
grace, which is able to build yon np, 
and to give yon an inheritance among 
all them which are sanctified. 

33 I have coveted no man’s silver, 
or gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ve yourselves know, that 
these hands have ministered unto my 
necessities, and to them that were 
with me. 

35 I have showed yon all things, 
how that so labouring ye ought to 
support tho weak, and to remember 
the words of the Lord Jesus, how he 
said, It is more blessed to give than 
to receive. 

36 And when he had thus spoken, 
he kneeled down, and prayed with 
them all. 

37 And they all wept sore, and fell 
on Panl's neck, and kissed him, 

38 Sorrowing most of all for the 
words whioh he spake, that they 
should soe his face no more. And 
they accompanied him unto the ship. 

CHAPTER XXL 

PhQitf, daughter* propheteiee 9 — Pa oil am- 

dA to Jausatem—PrtaeJici to the people. 

A ND it came to pass, that after we 
wore gotten from them, and had 
lannohed, we o&me with a straight 
course unto Coos, and the day follow¬ 
ing unto Rhodes, and from thenoe 
unto Patara; 

2 And finding a ship sailing over 
unto Phoenicia, we went aboard, and 
set forth. 

3 Now when we had discovered Cy¬ 
prus, we left it on the left hand, and 
sailed into Syria, and landed at Tyre; 
for there the ship was to unlade her 
burden. 
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4 And finding disciples, we tarried 
there seven days ; who said to Paul 
through the Spirit, that he should 
uol go up to Jerusalem. 

5 And when wo had accomplished 
those days, wo departed and went 
our way; and they all brought us on 
our way, with wives and ohildron, till 
we were out of the oity ; and we 
kneeled down on the shore, and 
prayed. 

0 And when we had taken our leave 
one of anothor, we took ship; and 
thoy returned homo again. 

7 And when we had finished our 
course from Tyre, we came to Ptolo- 
mais, and saluted the brethren, and 
abode with them ono day. 

8 And the uext day we that were of 
Paul's oompany departed, and came 
unto Coosarea; and we entored into 
the houso of Philip tho evangelist, 
which was one of tho seven; and 
abode with him. 

9 And the same man had four daugh¬ 
ters, virgins, whioh did prophesy. 

10 And as we tarried there many 
days, there came down from Judea a 
oerlain prophet, named Agabus. 

11 Ana when he waB come unto us, 
he took Paul’s girdle, and bound his 
own hands and feet, and said, Thus 
flaith the Holy Ghost, So shall the 
Jews at Jerusalem hind the man that 
ownuth this girdle, and shall deliver 
him into tho hands of the Gentiles. 

12 And when we heard these things, 
both we, and they of that plaoe, be¬ 
sought him not to go up to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

13 TheD Paul answered, What mean 
ye to weep and to break mine heart? 
for I am ready not to ho bound only, 
hut also to die at Jerusalem for the 
name of the Lord Jesus. 

14 And when he would not he per¬ 
suaded, we ceased, saying, The will 
of the Lird be done. 

15 And after thoso days we took up 
our carriages, and went up to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

10 There wont with us also certain 
of the disoiples of Caesarea, and 
hrought with them one Mnason of 
Cyprus, an old disciple, with whom 
we should lodge. 

17 And when we wore ooino to Jeru¬ 
salem, the brethren received us gladly. 

18 And the day following Paul wool 
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in with us unto Jan.es; and all the 
elders woro present. 

19 And whon he had saluted them, 
ho declared particularly what Ihings 
God had wrought among the Gen¬ 
tiles by his ministry. 

20 And when they heard it, they 
glorified the Lord, and said unto him, 
Thou seest, brothor, hew many thou¬ 
sands of Jows there are which be¬ 
lieve; and thoy arc all tealous of the 
law ; 

21 And they aro informed of thee, 
that thou teachcst all the Jews which 
are amoDg the Gentiles to forsake 
Moses, saying that they ought not to 
oircumciso their children, neither to 
walk after the customs. 

22 What is it therefore? the multi¬ 
tude must noeds oome together; for 
they will hear that thou art come. 

23 Do therefore this that wo say to 
thee; We have four mon whioh have 
a vow on them ; 

24 Them take, and purify thysolf 
with them, and be at oharges with 
them, that they may Bhave their 
heads ; and all may know that those 
things, whereof they wore informed 
conoerning thoe, aro nothing; but 
that thou thyself also walkost orderly, 
and keepcst tho law. 

25 As touching the Gentiles which 
believe, we have written and conclud¬ 
ed that thoy obaorve no such thing, 
9avo only that they keep themselves 
from things oflored to idols, and from 
blood, and from things strangled, and 
from fornication. 

26 Then Paul took tho men, and 
tho noxt day purifying himself with 
them entered into tho temple, to sig¬ 
nify the accomplishment of tho days 
of purification, until that an offering 
should be offered for every one of 
them. 

27 And when the seven days were 
almost ended, the Jews which were 
of Asia, whon they saw him in the 
templo, stirred up all the people, and 
laid hands on him, 

28 Crying out, Men of Israel, help; 
this is the man, that teacheth all men 
everywhere against the people, and 
the law, and this place; and further 
brought Greeks also into the temple, 
and hath polluted this holy plaoe. 

29 (For they had seen before with 
him in tho oity Trophimus an Ephe- 
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eian, whom they supposed that Paul 
had brought into the temple.) 

30 And all the city was moved, and 
the people ran together; and they 
took, ana drew him out of the temple; 
and forthwith the doors wore shut. 

31 And as they went about to kill 
him, tidings came unto the ohief 
captain of the band, that all Jerusa¬ 
lem was in an uproar; 

32 Who immediately took soldiers 
and centurions, and ran down unto 
them; and when they saw the chief 
oaptain and the soldiers, they left 
beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came 
near, and took him, and commanded 
him to he bound with two chains; 
and demanded who he was, and what 
he had done. 

34 And some oried one thing, some 
another, among the multitude; and 
when he could not know the certain¬ 
ty for the tumult, he commanded him 
to be carried into the castle. 

35 And when he came upon the 
stairs, so it was, that he was borne of 
the soldiers for the violence of the 
people. 

36 For the multitude of the people 
followed after, crying, Away with 
him. 

37 And as Paul was to be led into 
the castle, he said unto the chief cap¬ 
tain, May I speak unto thee ? Who 
said, Canst thou speak Greek 7 

38 Art not thou that Egyptian, 
which before these days madest an 
uproar, and leddest out into the wil¬ 
derness four thousand men that were 
murderers 7 

39 But Paul said, I am a man which 
am a Jew of Tarsus, a oity in Cilicia, 
a citizen of no mean oity; and, I be¬ 
seech thee, suffer me to speak unto 
the people. 

40 And when he had given him li¬ 
cense, Paul stood on the stairs, and 
beckoned with the hand unto the 
people. And when there was made 
a great Bilence, he spake unto them in 
the Hebrew tongue, saying, 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Paul diclareth hit conversion. 

EN, hrethren, and fathers, hoar 
ye my defence which I make 
now unto you. 

2 (And when they heard that he 
spake in the Hebrew tongue to them. 


they kept the more silence; and he 
saith,) 

3 I am verily a man which am a 
Jew, born in Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, 
yet hroughtup in this city at the feet 
of Gamaliel, and taught according to 
the perfect manner of the law of the 
fathers, and was zealous toward God, 
as ye all are this day. 

4 And I persecuted this way anlo 
the death, binding and delivering iDto 
prisons both men and women. 

5 As also the high priest doth bear 
me witness, and all the estate of the 
elders; from whom also I received 
letters unto the brethren, and went to 
Damascus, to bring them which were 
there hound unto Jerusalem, for to be 
punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I 
made my journey, and was come nigh 
unto Damascus about noon, suddenly 
there shone from heaven a great light 
round about me. 

7 And I fell nnto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me ? 

8 And I answered, Who art thou, 
Lord? And he said unto me, I am 
Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou perse- 
cutest. 

9 And they that were with me saw 
indoed the light, and were afraid; 
but they heard not the voice of him 
that spake to me. 

10 And I said, What shall I do, 
Lord 7 And the Lord said unto me. 
Arise, and go into Damascus; and 
there it shall he told thee of all 
things which are appointed of theo 
to do. 

11 And when I oould not see for the 
glory of that light, being led by the 
hand of them that were with me, I 
came into Damascus. 

12 And one Ananias, a devout man 
according to the law, having a good 
report of all the Jews which dwelt 
there, 

13 Came unto me, and stood, and 
said unto me, Brother Sanl, receive 
thy sight. And the same hour I look¬ 
ed up upon him. 

14 And he said, The God of our 
fathers hath ohosen thee, that thou 
shouldest know hie will, and see that 
Just One, and shouldest hear the 
voice of hie mouth. 

15 For thou shalt bo his witness unto 
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ill men of what thou hast Been and 
heard. 

lf> And now why tarriost thou? 
sl ide, and bo baptized, and waBh away 
Lhy sms, calling on the name of the 
Lord. 

17 And it oame to pass, that, when 
I waa come again to Jerusalem, even 
while I prayed in the temple, I was 
in a Iranoe ; 

IB And saw him saying unto me, 
Make haste, and get thee quickly out 
of Jorusalom; for they will not re¬ 
ceive thy testimony concerning me. 

19 And I said. Lord, they know that 
I impriaonod and beat in every syna¬ 
gogue them that believed on thee; 

20 And when the blood of thy mar¬ 
tyr Stephen was shed, I also was 
standing by, and oonsenting unto his 
death, and kept the raiment of them 
that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me, Depart; 
for I will send thoe far hence unto 
the Oontilos. 

22 And they gavo him audience 
unto this word, and then lifted up 
thoir voices, and aaid, Away witn 
auch a fellow from the earth ; for it 
is not fit that he should live. 

23 And aa Lhey cried out, and cast 
olT their clothes, and threw dust into 
the air, 

24 The ohief captain commanded 
him to be brought into the castle, and 
bado that he should be examined by 
scourging; that he might know whero- 
fore they oried so against him. 

25 And aa they bound him with 
thongs, Paul aaid unto the oeuturion 
that stood by, Is it lawful for you to 
scourgo a man that is a Roman, and 
unoondemned ? 

26 When tho oentnrion heard that, 
he went and told the ohief oaptain, 
saying, Take heed what thou aoest; 
for this man ia a Roman. 

27 Then the ohief oaptain oame, and 
aaid ante him, Toll me, art thou a 
Roman? He aaid, Yea. 

28 And the ohief oaptain anawered, 
With a great Bum obtained I this 
freodom. And Paul said, But I was 
free bom. 

29 Then straightway they doparted 
from him whioh should have examin¬ 
ed him, and the ohief captain also 
was afraid; and he loosed him from 
hii bands, after he knew that he waa 
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& Roman, and because he had bound 
bim. 

30 On tho morrow, because ho would 
have known tho certainty wherefore 
ho waa accused of the Jews, ho com¬ 
manded the chief priests and all their 
oouncil to appear, and brought Paul 
down, and sol him before them. 

CHAPTER XXIII. 

/Tzul pleadeih hit cause—Dissavrim among 
his accusers — The. Jews lay wail for J*aul. 
ND Paul, carnostly beholding the 
council, said. Men and brethren, 
I have lived in all good conscience 
before God until this day. 

2 And the high priest Ananias com¬ 
manded them that stood by him to 
smite him on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, God 
shall smite thee, thou whited wall; 
for sittest thou to judge me after the 
law, and oommandest me to bo smit¬ 
ten contrary to tho law ? 

4 And they that stood by eaid, Re- 
vilest thou God'B high priest? 

5 Thon said Paul, I did not know, 
brethren, that he waa the high priest; 
for it is written, Thou shalt not speak 
evil of the ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that tho 
one part wore S&dducoes, and the 
other Pharisees, he cried ouL in the 
council, Mon and brethren, I am a 
Phariaco, tho son of a Pharisee; of 
the hope and resurrection of the dead 
I am called in question. 

7 And when he had so said, there 
arose a dissension between the Pha¬ 
risees and the Sadduoees; and the 
multitude was dividod. 

8 For tho Sadducees say that there 
ia no rosurreotion, neither angel, nor 
spirit; but tho Pharisees confess both. 

9 And there arose a great cry; and 
the scribes that were of the Phari¬ 
sees' part arose, and strove, saying, 
We find no evil in this man; but if 
a spirit or an angel hath spoken to 
him, let us not fight against God. 

10 And whon there arose a great 
dissension, the chief oaptain, fearing 
lest Paul should have been pulled 
in pieces of them, commanded the 
soldiers to go down, and to take him 
by foroo from among thorn, and to 
bring him into the castle. 

11 And the night following the 
Lord stood by him, and aaid, Be of 
good cheer, Paul; for aa thou hut 
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testified of me in Jerusalem, bo ranst 
thou bear witnoss also at Rome. 

12 And when it was day. certain 
of tho Jews banded togethor, aDd 
bound themselves under a curse, say¬ 
ing that they would neither eat nor 
drink till they had killed Paui. 

13 And they were more than forty 
whioh had made this oonspiraoy. 

14 And they oarne to the ohiof 

riests and elders, and said, We have 

ound ourselves under a great curse, 

that we will eat nothing until we 
have Blain Paul. 

15 Now therefore ye with the coun¬ 
cil signify to the ohief oaptain that 
he bring him down unto you to-mor¬ 
row, as though you would inquire 
something more perfectly concerning 
him; and we, before he come near, 
are ready to kill him. 

16 And when Paul's sister’s son 
heard of their lying in wait, he went 
and entered into the castle, and told 
Paul. 

17 Then Panl oalled one of the 
oenturions unto him, and said, Bring 
this young man unto the chief cap¬ 
tain; for he hath a certain thing to 
tell him. 

18 So he took him, and brought 
him to the chief captain, and said, 
Paul the prisoner called me unto 
him, and prayed mo to bring this 
young man unto thee, who hath 
something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief oaptain took him 
by the hand, and went with him aside 
privately, and asked him, What is 
that thou hast to tell me ? 

20 And he said, The Jews have 
agreed to desire thee that thou would- 
est bring down Paul to-morrow into 
the counoil, as though they would 
inquire somewhat of him more per¬ 
fectly. 

21 Bat do not thou yield unto them; 
for there lie in wait for him of them 
more than forty men, whioh have 
bonnd themselves with an oath, that 
they will neither eat nor drink till 
they have killed him; and now are 
they ready, looking for a promise 
from thee. 

22 So the chief oaptain then let the 
young man depart, and oharged him, 
See thou tell no man that thou hast 
showed these things to me. 

23 And he oalled unto him two 
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centurions, saying, Make ready twu 
hundred soldiers to go to Cccsaroa, 
and horsemen threescore and ten, 
and spearmen two hundred, at the 
third nonr of the night; 

24 And provide them beasts, that 
they may set Paul on, and bring him 
safe unto Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after this 
manner; 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most 
excellent govornor Felix sendeth 
greeting. 

27 This man was taken of the Jews, 
and would have been killed of them; 
then came I with an army, and res¬ 
cued him, haring understood that he 
was a Roman. 

28 And when I would hare known 
the cause wherefore they accused 
him, I brought him forth into their 
council; 

29 Whom I perceivod to be accused 
of questions of their law, but to have 
notning laid to his oharge worthy of 
death or of bonds. 

30 And when it was told me how 
that the Jews laid wait for the man, 
I sent straightway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accusers also 
to say before thee what they had 
against him. Farewell. 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was com 
manded them, took Paal, and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. 

32 On the morrow they left the 
horsemen to go with him, and re¬ 
turned to the castle; 

33 Who, when they oame to Caesa¬ 
rea, and delivered the epistle to the 
governor, presented Paal also before 
him. 

34 And when the governor had read 
the letter, he asked of what province 
he was. And when he understood 
that he was of Cilicia; 

35 I will hear thee, said he, when 
thine acousers are also come. A 3d 
he commanded him to be kept in 
Herod’s judgment-hall. 

CHAPTKB XXIV. 

/tail prtocheOi Chritt to the governor and 
hu wife—Paul m prison. 

A ND after five days Ananias the 
high priest descended with the 
elders, ana with a certain orator 
named Tcrtullus, who informed the 
governor against Paul. 

2 And when he was oalled forth. 
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Tertullus began to acouse him, say¬ 
ing, Seeing that by thee we enjoy 
great quietneBB, and that very worthy 
deods are done unto this nation by 
thy providenoe, 

3 We aocept it always, and in all 
places, most noble Felix, with all 
thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not 
further tedious unto thee, I pray thee 
that thou wouldBt hoar us of thy 
olemenoy a few words. 

5 For we have found this man a 
pestilent fellow, and a mover of sedi¬ 
tion among all the Jews throughout 
the world, and a ringleador of the 
sect of the Naearonos; 

6 Who also hath gone about to pro¬ 
fane the temple; whom we took, and 
would have judged according to our 
law* 

7 But the ohief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with groat violenoe 
took him away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his aoonserB to come 
unto thee; by examining of whom 
thyself mayest take knowledge of 
all these things, whoreof we aoouse 
him. 

9 And the Jews also assented, say¬ 
ing that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the gover¬ 
nor had beokonod unto him to speak, 
answerod, Forasmuch as I know that 
thou hast been of many years a judge 
unto this nation, I do the more cheer¬ 
fully answer for mysolf; 

11 Because that thou mayest un¬ 
derstand, that thoro are yet hat 
twelve days since I went np to Jeru¬ 
salem for to worship. 

12 And thoy neither found me in 
the temple disputing with any man, 
neither raising up the people, neither 
in the synagogues, nor in the oity; 

13 Neithor oan they prove the 
things whereof they now aoouse me. 

14 But this I oonfess unto thee, 
that after the way which they call 
heresy, so worship I the Qod of my 
fathers, believing all things whioh 
are written in the law and in the 
prophets; 

15 And have hope toward God, 
which they themselves also allow, 
that there shall be a resurreotion of 
the dead, both of the just and ucOust. 

16 And herein do I exeroise my- 
«elf, to have always a oonsoienoe void 
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of ofTenoe toward Qod, and toward 
men. 

17 Now after many yean I came 
to bring alms to my nation, and of¬ 
ferings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from 
Asia found me purified in the temple, 
neither with multitude, nor with ta¬ 
rn nit. 

19 Who ought to have been here 
before thee, and objeot, if they had 
aught against me. 

20 Or else let these same here say, 
if they have found any evil doing in 
me, while I stood before the counoil, 

21 Exoept it be for this one voice, 
that I oriod standing among them, 
Touohing the resurrection of the 
dead I am called in question by you 
this day. 

22 And when Felix hoard these 
things, having more perfeot know¬ 
ledge of that way, he doferred them, 
and said, When Lysias the ohief oap- 
tain shall come down, I will know 
the uttermost of yonr matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let him have 
liberty, and that he should forbid 
none of his acquaintance to minister 
or come unto him. 

24 And after oertain days, when 
Felix oame with his wife Drusilla, 
whioh waB a Jewess, he sent for 
Paul, and heard him concerning the 
faith in Christ. 

26 And as he reasoned of right¬ 
eousness, temperanoe, and judgment 
to oome, Felix trembled, and an¬ 
swered, Go thy way for this time; 
when I have a convenient season, I 
will oall for thee. 

26 lie hoped also that money should 
have been given him of Panl, that 
he might loose him; wherefore he 
sent for him the oftenor, and com¬ 
muned with him. 

27 But after two years Poroius 
Foetus oame into Felix’ room; and 
Felix, willing to show the Jews a 
pleasure, left Paul bound. 

CHAPTER XXY. 

/Uul antwereth before fUui and Kw$ 
Aprippa. 

OW when Festus was oome Into 
the province, after three days he 
asoonded from Casarea to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

2 Then the high prieft and the 
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ohief of the Jews Informed him 
against Paul, and besongbt him, 

3 And desired favour against him, 
that he wonld send for him to Jeru¬ 
salem, laying wait in the way to kill 
him. 

4 But Foetus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at Cmsarea, and that 
he himself would depart shortly 
thither. 

6 Let them therefore, said he, 
which among you are able, go down 
with me, and accuse this man, if 
there be any wickedness in him. 

6 And when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Ceeearea; and the next 
day sitting on the judgment-seat com¬ 
manded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the JewB 
which came down from Jerusalem 
stood round about, and laid many 
and grievous complaints against Paul, 
which they could not prove. 

6 While he answered for himself, 
Neither againBt the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet 
against Cesar, have I offended any 
thing at all. 

9 But Festus, willing to do the 
Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, and 
said, Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these things 
before me ? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at Cae¬ 
sar's judgment-seat, where I ought 
to be judged; to the Jews have I 
done no wrong, as thoo very well 
knoweet. 

11 For if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of death, 
I refuse not to die; but if there be 
none of these things whereof these 
accuse me, no man may deliver me 
unto them. I appeal unto Cmsar. 

12 Then Festus, when he had con¬ 
ferred with the council, answered, 
Hast thou appealed unto Caesar? unto 
Cssar shalt thou go. 

13 And after certain days king 
Agrippa and Bernice came unto Ca- 
sarea to salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Festus declared Paul’s 
cause unto the king, saying, There is 
a oertain man left in bonds by Felix; 

15 About whom, when I was at 
Jerusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of the Jews informed me, de¬ 


siring to have judgment against him 

16 To whom I answered. It is not 
the manner of the Romans to deliver 
any man to die, before that he which 
is accused have the accusers face to 
face, and have license to answer for 
himself concerning the crime laid 
against him. 

17 Therefore, when they were c»me 
hither, without any delay on the lay 
following I sat on the judgment-seat, 
and commanded the man to be brought 
forth. 

18 Against whom when the accu 
sere stood up, they brought none ac 
cusation of such things as I sup 
posed; 

19 But had certain questions again" 
him of their own superstition, and 
of one Jesus, which was dead, whom 
Paul affirmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him 
whether he would go to Jerusalem, 
and there be jadged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed to 
be reserved unto the hearing of Au 
gustus, I commanded him to be kept 
till I might send him to Ceesar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, 
I would also hear the man myself. 
To-morrow, said he, thou shalt hear 
him. 

23 And on the morrow, when 
Agrippa was come, and Bernice, 
with great pomp, and was entered 
into the place of hearing, with the 
chief captains, and principal men of 
the city, at Festus' commandment 
Paul was brought forth. 

24 And Festus said, King Agrippa, 
and all men whioh are here present 
with us, ye see this man, about whom 
all the multitude of the Jews have 
dealt with me, both at Jerusalem, 
and also here, crying that he ought 
not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he had 
committed nothing worthy of death, 
and that he himself hath appealed to 
Augustus, I have determined to send 
him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain 
thing to write unto my lord. Where¬ 
fore I have hrought him forth before 
you, and specially before thee, 0 king 
Agrippa, tnat, after examination hwi, 
I might have somewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreason- 
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able to seed a prisoner, and not withal 
to signify the orimes laid against 
him. 

CHAPTER XXVL 

Paul, in the pretence of Agrippa — Ptsttu 
chargeth Aim to be mad — Agrippa almost 
persuaded to be a Christian, 
milEN Agrippa said onto Paul, 
X Thon art permitted to speak for 
thyself. Then Paul stretched forth 
the hand, and answered for himself; 

2 I think myself happy, king 
Agrippa, becanse I shall answer for 
myself this day before thee toaching 
all the things whereof I am accused 
of the Jews; 

3 Especially because I know thee 
to be expert in all oustoms and 
questions which are Among the Jews; 
wherefore I heseech thee to hear me 
patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my 
youth, whioh was at the first among 
mine own nation at Jerusalem, know 
all the Jews; 

5 Which know me from the be¬ 
ginning, if they would testify, that 
after the moBt straitest seot of our 
religion I lived a Pharisee. 

0 And now I stand and am judged 
for the hope of the promise made of 
God unto our fathers ; 

7 Unto whioh promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day 
and night, hope to come. For which 
hope's sake, king Agrippa, I am ac¬ 
cused of the JewB. 

8 Why should it he thought a thing 
inoredible with you, that God should 
raiBo the dead ? 

9 I verily thought with myself, that 
I ought to do many things contrary 
to the name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 Whioh thing I also did in Jeru¬ 
salem ; and many of the saints did 
I shuL up in prison, having received 
authority from the chief priests ; and 
when they were put to death, I gave 
my voioe against them. 

11 And I punished them oft in 
every synagogue, and compelled 
them to blaspheme; and being ex¬ 
ceedingly mid against them, I perse¬ 
cuted them even unto strange cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Da¬ 
mascus with authority and commis¬ 
sion from tho chief priests, 

13 At midday, 0 king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 


hrightnBSS of the sun, shining round 
about me and them whioh journeyed 
with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to 
the earth, I heard a voice speaking 
unto me, and saying in the Hehrew 
tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou mo ? it is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. 

10 But rise, and stand upon thy 
feet; for I have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a 
minister and a witness hoth of these 
things whioh thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I will ap¬ 
pear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gentiles, unto whom 
now I send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God, 
that they may receive forgiveness of 
sins, and inheritance among them 
whioh are sanctified by faith that is 
in me. 

19 Whereupon, 0 king Agrippa, I 
was notdiBohedient unto the heavenly 
vision; 

20 But showed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the coasts of Judea, 
and then to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews caught 
me in the tomple, and went about to 
kill me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help 
of God, I continue unto this day, 
witnessing both to small and great, 
saying none other things than those 
which the prophets and Moses did 
say should come; 

23 That Christ should suffer, and 
that he should be the first that should 
rise from the dead, and should show 
light unto the people, and to the 
Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for him¬ 
self, Fostus said with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art boside thyself; much 
learning doth make thee mad. 

26 But he said, I am not mad, most 
noble Foetus; but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness. 
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20 For the king knoweth of these j 
things, before whom also I speak 
freely; for I am persuaded that none 
of these things are hidden from him; 
for this thing was not done in a 
corner. 

27 King Agrippa, helievest thou 

the prophets ? 1 Know that thoo be- 

Merest. 

28 Then Agrippa said onto Pan], 
Almost thon pcrsnadeet me to he a 
Christian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to God, 
that not only thou, but also all that 
hear me this day, were both almost, 
and altogether such as I am, except 
these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, 
the king rose up, and the governor, 
and Bernioe, and they that sat with 
them; 

31 And when they were gone aside, 
thoy talked between themsolres, Bay¬ 
ing, This man doeth nothing worthy 
*f death or of bonds. 

32 Then said Agrippa unto Festue, 
This man might bare been set at 
liberty, if he had not appealed unto 
Cmsar. 

CHAPTER XAVTL 

Paul t hipping toward Rome, foreteUeVi of 
the danger of the voyage — They suffer 
thipurreck , yet all come safe lo land. 

ND when it was determined that 
we should sail into Italy, they 
delivered Paul and certain other 
prisoners unto one named Julius, a 
oenturion of Augustus’ band. 

2 And entering into a ship of 
Adramyttium, we launched, mean¬ 
ing to sail by the coaBts of Asia; one 
Aristarohus, a Macedonian of Thes- 
salonica, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched 
at Sidon. And Julius oourtcously 
entreated Paul, and gave him liberty 
to go unto his friends to refresh him¬ 
self. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, be¬ 
cause the winds were oontrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over the 
sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 
same to Myra, a oity of Lyoia. 

6 And there the oenturion found a 
ship of Alexandria, sailing into Italy; 
and he put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly 
many days, and soaroe were oome 


over against Cnidus, the wind no; 
suffering us, we sailed under Creu 
ovor against Salmone; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came untc 
a place which is called the Fair 
Havens; nigh whereunto was the city 
of Lasea. 

9 Now when much time was spent, 
and when sailing was now dangerous, 
because the fust was now already 
past, Paul admonished them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I per 
ceive that this voyage will be with 
hurt and much damage, not only of 
tho lading and ship, hut also of out 
lives. 

11 Nevertheless the oenturion bo 
lieved the master and the owner of 
the ship, more than those thing* 
which were spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
oommodious to winter in, the mor? 

art advised to depart thence also, il 
y any means they might attain to 
Phenice, and there to winter; which 
is a haven of Crete, and lieth toward 
the southwest and northwest. 

13 And when the sonth wind blew 
softly, supposing that they had ob 
tained their purpose, loosing thence, 
they sailed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, called 
Euroclydon. 

15 And when the ship was oaughl, 
and could not bear up into the wind, 
we let her drive. 

16 And running under a oertain 
island which is called Clauda, we 
had much work to come by the boat. 

17 Which when they had taken 
up, they used helps, undergirding the 
ship; and, fearing lest they should 
fall into the quicksands, strake sail, 
and so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed 
with a tempest, the next day they 
lightened the ship; 

19 And the third day we oast out 
with our own hands the taokling of 
the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars 
in many days appeared, and no small 
tempest lay on us, all hope that we 
ehould be saved was then taken 
away. 

21 But after long abstinence, PanJ 
etood forth in the midst of them, and 
said, Sirs, ye ehonld hare hearkened 
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onto me, and not have loosed from 
Crefc, and to have gained this harm 
and lose. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of 
good cheer; for Ihore shall be no lose 
of any man'B life among you, but of 
the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night 
the angel of Qod, whose I am, and 
whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Ceosar; and, 
lo, God hath given thee all them that 
sail with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, bo of good 
cheer j for 1 believe God, that it shall 
be evon as it was told me. 

20 Jlowbcit wo must be oast upon 

d certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night 
was come, as we wore driven up and 
down in Adria, about midnight the 
shipmon deemed that they grow near 
to some oountry; 

28 And sounded, and found it 
twonty faLhoms ; and when they had 
gono a little further, they sounded 
again, and found it fifloou fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lost we should 
have fallen upon rooks, they oast four 
anchors out of the stern, and wished 
for the day. 

30 And &B the shipmen were about 
to flee out of thoship, when they had 
let down tho boat into the sea, under 
oolour as though they would have 
oaet anchors out of the foreship, 

31 Paul said to the conturion and 
to the soldiers, Except those abide in 
the ship, ye cannot bo saved. 

32 Thon the soldiers cut off the 
ropes of the boat, and let hor fall off. 

33 And while the day was ouming 
on, Paul besought thorn all to take 
meat, saying, This day is the four¬ 
teenth day ye have tarried and con¬ 
tinued fasting, having taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
some meal; for this is for your health; 
for thore shall not a hair fall from 
the head of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus epoken, 
he took broad, and gave thanks to 
God in proBonoo of thorn all; and 
when he had broken it, ho began to 
eat. 

30 Tbon were they all of good oheer, 
and they also took somo moat. 

17 And we wore in all in the ship 
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two hundrod threescore and sixteen 
souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ship, and oast out 
tho wheat into tho soa. 

39 And when it was day, they knew 
not the land; but they discovered a 
oertain creek with a shore, into the 
whioh they wore minded, if it were 
possible, to thrust in tho ship. 

40 And whon they had taken up the 
anchors, they committed themselves 
unto the sea, and loosed the rudder 
bands, and hoised up the mainsail to 
the wind, and made toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place where 
two soas met, they ran the ship 
aground; and the forepart stuck fast, 
and remained unmovablo, but the 
hinder part was broken with the vio- 
lenoe of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was 
to kill the prisoners, lost any of them 
should swim out, and escape. 

43 But tho oenturion, willing to save 
Paul, kept them from their purpose; 
and commanded that they whioh 
could swim should oast themselves 
first into the sea, and got to land; 

44 And the rest, some ou boards, 
and Borne on broken pieoes of the 
Bhip. And so it oame to pass, that 
they escaped all safe to land. 

chapter xxvin. 

Paul entertained by Uu barbarians—TV 

viper an his hand—Be healeth many 

ducates—They depart to Rome — .Rnd 

preacheth there two years. 

ND when they were esoaped, 
then they knew that the island 
was oallcd Melita. 

2 And tho barbarous people showed 
us no little kindness; for they kin¬ 
dled a fire, and received us every 
one, because of tho preBont rain, and 
because of tho oold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a 
bundle of sticks, and laid them on 
the fire, there oame a viper out of the 
heat, and fastened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians saw the 
vonomous beast hang on his hand, 
thoy said among themselves, No 
doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
Lhough he hath escaped the sea, yet 
vengeance suffereth not to live. 

6 And he shook off the beast into 
Lhe fire, and felt no harm. 

0 Howbeit they looked when he 
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should have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly; but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no 
harm come to him, they changed 
their minds, and said that he was a god. 

7 In tho same quartors were pos¬ 
sessions of the ohief man of the isl¬ 
and, whose name waB Publius; who 
received ns, and lodged us three days 
courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the 
father of Publius lay siok of a fever 
and of a hloody flux ; to whom Paul 
entered in, and prayed, and laid his 
hands on him, and healed him. 

9 So when this was done, others 
also, which had diseases in the island, 
came, and were healed; 

10 Who also honoured us with 
many honours ; and when we depart- 
ed, they laded us with such things as 
were necessary. 

11 And after three months wo de- 

arted in a ship of Alexandria, whioh 

ad wintered in the isle, whose sign 

was Castor and Pollux. 

12 And landing at Syracuse, we 
tarried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched a 
compass, and eame to Rhegium ; and 
after one day the south wind blew, 
and we came the next day to Puteoli; 

14 Where we found brethren, and 
were desired to tarry with them seven 
dayB; and so we went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the bre¬ 
thren heard of us, they came to 
meet us as far aB Appii Forum, and 
the Three Taverns; whom when Paul 
saw, he thanked God, and took 
courage. 

Id And when we came to Rome, 
Lhe centurion delivered the prisoners 
to the captain of the guard; but 
Paul was Buffered to dwell by himself 
with a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it oame to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of 
the Jews together; and when they 
were come together, he said unto 
them, Men and brethren, though I 
have committed nothing against the 
people, or customs of our fathers, yet 
was I delivered prisoner from Jeru¬ 
salem into the bauds of the Romans; 

16 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, beoauee 
there was no oause of death in me. 

19 But when the Jews spake against 


it, I was constrained to appeal unto 
CffiBar; not that I had aught to ao 
case my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, to see you, and to 
speak with you; because that for the 
hope of Israel I am bound with thii 
chain. 

21 And they said unto him, We 
neither received letters out of Jude* 
concerning thee, neither any of the 
brethren that came showed or spake 
any harm of theo. 

22 But we desire to hear of thee 
what thou thinkeBt; for as concern¬ 
ing this sect, we know that every¬ 
where it is spoken against. 

23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to him 
into his lodging; to whom he ex¬ 
pounded and testified the kingdom of 
God, persuading them concerning 
Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, 
and ont of the prophets, from morn 
ing till evening. 

24 And Borne believed the things 
which were spoken, and some be¬ 
lieved not. 

25 And when they agreed not among 
themselves, they departed, after that 
Paul had spoken one word, Well 
spake the Holy Ghost by Esaias tho 
prophet unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and 
say, Hearing ye shall hear, and shal! 
not understand ; and seeing ye shall 
see, and not perceive; 

27 For the heart of this people is 
waxed gross, and their ears are dull 
of hearing, and their eyes have they 
closed; lest they should see with their 
eyes, and hear with their ears, and 
understand with their heart, and 
should be converted, and I should 
heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto you, 
that the salvation of God is sent 
unto the Gentiles, and that they will 
hear it. 

29 And when he had said these 
words, the Jews departed, and had 
great reasoning among themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole years 
in his own hired house, and received 
all that came in auto him, 

31 Preaching the kingdom of God, 
and toaching those things which con¬ 
cern the Lord Jesus Christ, with ail 
confidence, n n man forbidding him. 
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CHAPTRH I. 

Paul declarelh the gospel to the Romans. 
AUL, an apostle, a servant of 
God, called of JesuB Christ, and 
separated to preach the gospel, 

2 (Which he had promised before 
by his prophets in the holy scrip- 
tares,) 

3 Concerning his Son Jesus Christ 
oar Lord, which was made of the seed 
of David according to the flesh; 

4 And declared the Son of God with 
power, by the Spirit oocording to the 
truth through the resurrection from 
the dead; 

5 By whom we have received grace 
and apostlcship, through obedience, 
and faith in his name, to preach the 
gospel among all nations; 

0 Among whom ye also are oalled 
of Jesus Christ; 

7 Wherefore I write to all who are 
in Rome, beloved of God, oalled 
saints; Grace to you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and Lhe Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ, that you all are stead¬ 
fast, and your faith is spoken of 
throughout the world. 

0 For God is my witnoss, whom I 
serve, that without ceasing I make 
mention of you always in my pray¬ 
ers, that you may be kept through 
the Spirit, in the gospel of hie Son, 

10 Making roquest of you, to re¬ 
member me in your prayers, I now 
write unto you, that you will ask him 
in faith, that if by any means, at 
length, I may serve you with my la- 
boars, and may have a prosperous 
jonrnoy by the will of God, to oome 
onto yon. 

11 For 1 long to see yoa, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, 
that it may be established in yon to 
the end; 

12 That 1 may be comforted to¬ 
gether with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not bave you igno¬ 
rant, brethren, that oftentimes I pur- 

osed to come unto you, (but was 
Indered hitherto,) that I might hare 


some fruit among you also, oven as 
among other Gontiles. 

14 And 1 am debtor both to the 
Greeks, and to the Barbarians; both 
to the wise, and to tho unwise. 

15 So, as muoh as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you 
that are at Rome also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ; for it is the powor 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteousness 
of God rovealed through faith on his 
name; as it is written, The just shall 
live by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men; who love 
not the truth, but remain in unright¬ 
eousness, 

19 After that whioh may be known 
of God is manifest to them. 

20 For God hath revealed unto them 
tho invisible things of him, from the 
creation of the world, which are 
clearly seen ; things which are not 
seen being understood by the things 
that aro made, through his eternal 
power and Godhead; so that they 
are without excuse; 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were they thankful, but be¬ 
came vain in their imaginations, and 
their foolish hearts were darkened. 

22 Profossing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the 
uncorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and 
to birds, and fourfooted beasts, and 
creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them 
up to unoleanness, through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour 
their own bodies between themselves ; 

25 Who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and served 
the oreature more than the Creator, 
who is blessed for ever. Amen. 

26 For this cause God gave them 
up unto vile affeotions ; for even their 
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wozucd did change the natural use 
into that which is against nature; 

27 And likewise also the men, leav¬ 
ing the natural use of the woman, 
burnod in their lust one toward an¬ 
other; men with men working that 
whioh is unseemly, and receiving in 
themselves that recompense of their 
error which was meet. 

28 And even as they did not like to 
retain Qod in their knowledge, Qod 
gave them over to a reprohate mind, 
according to some to do those things 
whioh are not oonvenient ; 

29 Being filled with all unrighteous¬ 
ness, fornication, wiokedness, covet¬ 
ousness, malioiousness; full of envy, 
murder, debate, deceit, malignity; 
whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of Qod, de¬ 
spiteful, proud, hoasters, inventors of 
evil things, disobedient to parents, 

31 Withont understanding, cove- 
nant-hreakers, without natural affeo- 
tion, implacable, unmeroiful; 

32 Ana somo knowing the judgment 
of Qod, that they which commit such 
things are inexcusable, not only do 
the same, but have pleasure in them 
that do them. 

CnAPTKR 11. 

They thal sin cannot ttcape the Judgment of 
Qod . 

HEREFORE thou art inexcusa¬ 
ble, 0 man, whosoever thou art 
that judgeBt thus; for wherein thou 
judgest anothor, thou condemnost 
thyself; for thou that judgest doest 
the same thiDgs. 

2 But we are sure that the judgment 
of Qod is aocording to truth against 
them whioh oommit such things. 

3 And thinkest thou this, 0 man, 
that judgest them whioh do such 
things, and doest the same, that thou 
shalt escape the judgment of Qod ? 

4 Or despisest thou the riohes of his 
goodness and forbearanoe and long 
suffering; not knowing that tho good¬ 
ness of Qod leadeth thee to repent¬ 
ance? 

5 Bnt, after thy hardness and im¬ 
penitent heart, treasurest up unto 
thyself wrath against the day of 
wrath and revelation of the righteous 
Judgment of Qod; 

0 Who will ronder to every man ac¬ 
cording to his deeds; 

7 To them who by patient continu¬ 


ance in well doing seek for glory and 
honour and immortality, eternal life; 

8 But unto them that are conten¬ 
tious, and do not obey the truth, hut 
obey unrighteousness, indignation 
and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man thal docth evil ; of 
the Jew first, and also of tho Gentile; 

10 But glory, honour, aud peace, 
to overy man that worketh good ; to 
the Jew first, and also to the Gentile; 

11 For there is no respect of per¬ 
sons with God. 

12 For as many as have sinned 
without law shall also perish without 
law ; and as many as hare sinned in 
the law shall be judged by the law; 

13 (For not the hearers of the law 
are just before God, but the doers of 
the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, whioh 
have not the law, do by nature tho 
things contained in the law, these, 
having not the law, arc a law unto 
themselves ; 

15 Whioh show the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their con¬ 
science also hearing witness, and their 
thoughts the mean while accusing or 
else excusing one another ;) 

10 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to the gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art oallod a Jew, 
and restest in the law, and makest 
thy hoast of God, 

18 And knowest his will, and approv- 
est the things that are more excellent, 
being instructed out of the law ; 

19 And art confident that thou thy¬ 
self art a guide of the blind, a light 
of them whioh are in darkness, 

20 An instructor of the foolish, a 
teacher of babes, whioh hast tho form 
of knowledge and of the truth in the 
law. 

21 Thou therefore whioh teaohest 
another, teochest thou not thyself? 
thou that preachest a man should not 
steal, dost thou steal ? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should 
not oommit adultery, dost thou oom¬ 
mit adultery? thou that abhorrest 
idols, dost thou oommit sacrilege? 

23 Thou that makest thy boast of 
the law, through broaking the law 
dishouourest thou God? 

24 For the name of Qod is blow 
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phemcd among the Gentiles through 
you, as it is writlon. 

25 For circumoision verily profiteth, 
if thou keep the law ; but if thou bo a 
breaker of the law, Ihy ciroumoision 
is mado uneircumcisiou. 

26 Therefore, if the unciroumcision 
keep the righteousness of the law, 
shall not his unciroumcision be count¬ 
ed for circumcision ? 

27 And shall not uncircumcision 
which is by nature, if it fulQI tho law, 
judge thee, who by tho letter and cir¬ 
cumcision dost transgress the law ? 

26 For he is not a Jew, which is one 
outwardly; neither is that circumci¬ 
sion, which is outward in the flesh; 

29 But he is a Jew, which is one in¬ 
wardly ; and circumcision is that of 
the heart, in the spirit, and not in the 
letter; whose praise is not of moo, 
but of God. 

CHAPTER III. 

The Jews’ advantage—No JUsh is justified by 
the law. 

W IJAT advantago thon hath tho 
Jew over the Gontilo? or what 
roGt of circumcision, who ie not a 
ew from the heart? 

2 But ho who is a Jew from tho 
hoart, I say hath much every way ; 
chiefly because that unto them were 
committed tho oraclos of God. 

3 For what if somo did not beliovo ? 
shall their unbolief make the faith of 
God without effeot ? 

4 God forbid ; yoa, let God be true, 
but every man a liar; as it is written, 
That thou mightest bo justified in thy 
sayings, and mightoet overcome whon 
thou art judged. 

5 But if we romain in our unright¬ 
eousness and commend the righteous¬ 
ness of God, how dare we say, God is 
unrightoous who takoth vongeunco? 
(I speak as a uian who fears God,) 

8 God forbid; for then how shall 
God judge the world ? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
aboundod through my lie, (as it is 
called of the Jews,) unto his glory; 
why yet am I also judged as a sinner? 
and not received ? Because we are 
•landerously roportod; 

8 And some affirm that we say, 
(whose damnation is just,) Let us do 
evil that good may oome. But this 
(s false. 

9 If not so; what then are wo better 


than they ? No, in no wise ; for we 
have proved before, that Jews and 
Gentiles are all under sin. 

10 As it is written, Thcro is none 
righteous, no, not one; 

11 There is none thatunderstandeth, 
there is none that sceketh after God. 

12 They arc all gone out of the way, 
they are together bocome unprofit¬ 
able ; there is none that docth good, 
no, not one. 

13 Their throat is an open sopulchre; 
with their tongues they have ased 
deceit; tho poison of asps is under 
their lips; 

14 Whose mouth is fall of oursing 
And hitterncsB; 

15 Their feet are swift to shed blood; 

16 Destruction and misery are in 
thoir ways; 

17 And tho way of peace have they 
not known; 

18 Thore is no fear of God before 
thoir eyes. 

19 Now we know that what things 
soover the law saith, it saith to them 
who are undor the law; that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty before 
God. 

20 For by the law is the knowledge 
of sin ; therefore by the deeds of the 
law shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight. 

21 But now tho righteousness of God 
without the law is manifested, being 
witnessed by tho law and the prophets; 

22 Even the righteousness of God 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ onto 
all and upon all thorn that believe; 
for there is no difference; 

23 For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God ; 

24 Therefore being justified freely 
by his grace through the redemption 
that is only in Christ Jesus ; 

25 Whom God has set forth to be a 

ropitiation through faith in his 

lood, to doolare his righteousness for 

the remission of sins that are past, 
through the forhearanoo of God ; 

26 To deolaro, I say, at this time his 
righteousness ; that he might he just, 
and tho justifior of him whioh believ- 
oth in Jobus. 

27 Where is boasting then ? It li 
excluded. By what law? of works? 
Nay ; but by the law of faith. 

28 Thorofore we oonolude that « 
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man is justified by faith alone withont 
the deeds of the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews only? 
ie ho not also of the Gentiles? Yes, 
of the Gentiles also ; 

30 Seeing that God will justify the 
circumcision by faith, and uncircum- 
cision thiough faith. 

31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid; yea, we 
establish the law. 

CHAPTER IT. 

Abraham'sfaith—Abraham it the father of 

all that believe—The righteousness of faith . 
HAT shall we eay then that 
Abraham onr father, as per¬ 
taining to the flesh, hath found ? 

2 For if Abraham were justified by 
the law of works, be hath to glory in 
himself; but not of God. 

3 For what saith the Scripture? 
Abraham believed God, and it was 
counted unto him for righteousness. 

4 Now to him who is justified by the 
law of works, is the reward reckoned, 
not of grace, but of debt. 

5 But to him that seeketh not to be 
justified by the law of works, but be- 
lieveth on him who justifieth not the 
ungodly, hie faith is counted for 
righteousness. 

fl Even as David also describeth the 
blesaedneBS of the man, unto whom 
God imputeth righteousness without 
the law of works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they through 
faith, whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sine are covered. 

8 Blessed is tho man to whom the 
Lord will not impute 6in. 

9 Cometh this hlessedness then upon 
the circumcision only, or upon the 
uncironmcision also ? for we say that 
faith was reckoned to Abraham, for 
righteousness. 

10 How was it then reckoned ? when 
he was in circumcision, or in uncir¬ 
onmcision ? Not in ciroumoision, but 
in uncircumcieion. 

11 And he received the sign of oir- 
oumoision, a seal of the righteousness 
of the faith which he had yet being 
nnoircumcised ; that he might be the 
father of all of them that believe, 
though they be not circumcised ; that 
righteousness might be imputed unto 
them also / 

12 And the father of circumcision to 
them who are not of the ciroumoision 


only, but who also walk in the step* 
of that faith of onr father Abraham, 
which he had beingyet uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should be 
the heir of the world, was not to Abra¬ 
ham, or to his seed, through the law, 
but through the righteousness of faith. 

14 For if they which are of the law 
he heirv, faith is made void, and tha 
promise made of none effect; 

15 Because the law worketh wrath ; 
for where no law is, there is no trans¬ 
gression. 

16 Therefore ye are justified of 
faith and works, through grace, to 
the end the promise might be sure to 
all the seed; not to them only who 
are of the law, but to them also who 
are of the faith of Abraham; who is 
the father of us all, 

17 (Ab it is written, I have made 
thee a father of many nations,) be¬ 
fore him whom he believed, even God. 
who quickeneth the dead, and callelh 
those things which be not as though 
they were; 

18 Who against hope helieved in 
hope, that he might become the father 
of many nations, according to that 
which was spoken, So shall thy seed be. 

19 And being uot weak in faith, he 
considered not his own hody now 
dead, when he was about a hundred 
years old, neither yet the deadness of 
Sarah's womb; 

20 He staggered not at the promise 
of God through unbelief; but was 
strong in faith, giving glory to God; 

21 And being fully persuaded, that 
what he had promised, he was able 
also to perform. 

22 And therefore it was imputed to 
him for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not written for his 
sake alone, that it was imputed to him ; 

24 But for us also, to whom it shall 
be imputed, if we believe on him that 
raised up Jesus our Lord from the dead; 

25 Who was delivered for our 
offences, and was raised again for 
our justification. 

CHAPTER Y. 

CJtrist died for u#, fry wham toe are ristm- 

died to God—As tin and death came by 

Adam , to righUxmsne.u and life by Ami 

Christ, 

HEREFORE being justified by 
faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ; 
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2 Bj whom also we have accesB by 
faith into this grace wherein we stand, 
and rejoice in hope of the glory of 
God. 

3 And not only this, but we glory 
in tribulations also; knowing that 
tribulation workoth pationoe; 

4 And patience, experience; and ex¬ 
perience, hope; 

6 And hope maketh not ashamed; 
because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost which is given unto us. 

0 For when wo were yet without 
strength, in duo time Christ died lor 
the ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for a righteous man 
will one die; yet peradventnre for a 
good man some would even dare to 

die. 

8 But God commendoth his love to¬ 
ward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us. 

0 Much more then, being now justi¬ 
fied by his blood, we shall he saved 
from wrath through him. 

10 For if, when we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God by the death 
of his Sod ; muoh more, being recon¬ 
ciled, we shall be saved by his life. 

11 And not only ho, but we also joy 
in God through our Lord Jesus 
ChriBl, by whom we have now ro- 
eeivod the atonement. 

12 Wherefore, as by one man sin 
enterod into the world, and death by 
sin; and bo death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned; 

13 (For, before the law, Bin was in 
the world; yet sin is not imputed to 
those who have no law. 

14 For I say that through the 
offenoo, death roigned over all from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that 
had not sinned after the similitude 
of Adam's transgression, who is the 
figure of him that was to coino. 

15 But the olfenoe is not as tbo free 
gift, for tho gift aboundeth. For, if 
through Iho offence of one, many be 
dead; muoh more the grace of God, 
and the gift by grace, hath abounded 
by one man, Jesus Christ, unto many. 

16 And not as it was by ono that 
sinned, so is tho gift; foi the judg- 
mont is by one to condemnation, but 
the freo gift is of many offenoeB unto 
justification. 

17 For if by one man's offence death 
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roigned by one; much more they 
which reoeive abundance of grace 
and of the gift of righteousness shall 
reign in life by one, Jesus Christ.) 

18 Therefore, as by the offenoe of 
one judgment came upon all men to 
condemnation ; even so by tho right¬ 
eousness of one the free gift came 
npon all men unto justification of 
life. 

19 For as by ono man's disohe- 
dienoe many wore made sinners, so 
hy the obedience of one shall many 
be made righteous. 

20 Moreover the law entered, that 
tho offenoe might abound. But where 
sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound; 

21 That as sin hath reigned nnto 
death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness nnto eternal 
life by Jesus Christ our Lord. 

CHAPTER VL 

Dead unto tin—Manner of bapUtm into 
Christ. 

W HAT shall we say then ? Shall 
we continue in sin that grace 
may abound ? 

2 God forbid. How shall we, th&t 
are dead to sin, live any longer 
thoroin ? 

3 Know ye not, that so many of ns 
as were baptized into Jesns Christ 
were baptized into his death? 

4 Therefore we are buried with him 
by baptism into death; that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead 
by tho glory of the Father, oven so 
we also should walk in newness of 
lifo. 

5 For if we have been planted to¬ 
gether in the likeness of his death, 
we shall be also in the likeness of 
his resurrection; 

6 Knowing this, that our old man 
is oruoified with him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that henoe- 
forth we should not serve sin. 

7 For he that is dead to sin is freed 
from sin. 

8 Now if we be dead with Christ, we 
believe that we shall also live with 
him; 

9 Knowing that Christ being raised 
from the dead dieth no more; death 
hath no more dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died nnto 
sin onoe ; but in that he lireth, he 
liveth nnto God. 
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11 Likewise reckon ye also your¬ 
selves to bo dead indeed unto sin, but 
alive unto God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

12 Lot not sin therefore roign in 
your mortal body, that yo should 
obey it in the lusts thereof. 

13 Neither yield yo your members 
as instruments of unrighteousness 
unto Bin; but yield yourselves unto 
God, as those that are alive from the 
dead, and your members as instru¬ 
ments of righteousness unto God. 

14 For in so doing sin shall not 
have dominion over you; for yo are 
not under the law, hut nnder grace. 

15 What then ? shall we sin, heoause 
we are not under the law, but under 
grace? God forbid. 

16 Enow ye not, that to whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to obey, his 
servants ye are to whom ye oboy; 
whether of sin unto death, or of obe- 
dienoe onto righteousness ? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye are 
not the servants of sin, for ye have 
obeyed from the hcArt that form of 
doctrine which was delivered you. 

16 Being then made free from sin, 
ye beoame the servants of righteous¬ 
ness. 

16 I speak after the manner of men 
because of the infirmity of your fiosh: 
for as ye have in times past yielded 
your members servants to nnolean- 
ness and to iniquity unto iniquity; 
even so now yield your members ser¬ 
vants to righteousness unto holiness. 

20 For when ye were the servants of 
sin, ye were free from righteousness. 

21 What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed ? 
for the end of those things is death. 

22 But now being made free from 
sin, and become servants to God, ye 
have your fruit unto holiness, and the 
end everlasting life. 

23 For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal lifo 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

CHAPTER VII. 

The object and operation of the law. 
NOW ye not, brethren, (for I 
speak to them that know the 
law,) how that the law hath dominion 
over a man only as long as ho liveth? 

2 For the woman whioh hath a hus¬ 
band is bound by the law to her hus¬ 
band only as long as he liveth ; for if 


the husband bo dead, she is loosed 
from the law of her husband. 

3 So then if, while her husband liv¬ 
eth, she be married to another man, 
she shall he called an adulteress; but 
if her husband bo dood, she is free 
from that law; so that she is no adal- 
teress, though she be married to an¬ 
other man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, yo also 
are becomo dead to the law by the 
body of Christ; that ye should be 
married to another, even to him who 
is raised from the dead, that w< 
should bring forth fruit unto God. 

5 For when we were in the flesh, thi: 
motions of sins, which were not ac¬ 
cording to the law, did work in our 
members to bring forth fruit unto 
death. 

6 But uow we are delivered from the 
law wherein we were held, being dead 
to tho law, that we should serve iu 
newness of spirit, and not in the old¬ 
ness of the letter. 

7 What shall we say then ? Is the 
law siu? God forbid. Nay, I had 
not known sin, but by the law ; for I 
had not known lust, except the law 
had said, Thou shalt not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the 
oomm&ndment, wrought in me all 
manner of concupiscence. For with 
out the law sin was dead. 

6 Foronce I wasalive without trans¬ 
gression of the law, hut when the com¬ 
mandment of Christ camo, sin revived, 
and I died. 

10 And when I believed not the 
oommandment of Christ whioh camo, 
whioh was ordained to lifo, I found it 
oondemned me unto death. 

11 For sin, taking oocasion, denied 
the oommandment, and deceived me; 
and by it I was Blain. 

12 Nevertheless, I found the law to 
be holy, and the oommandment to be 
holy, and just, and good. 

13 Was thou that whioh is good 
made death unto me? God forbid. 
But sin, that it might appear sin by 
that whioh is good working death in 
me; that siu, by the commandment, 
might become exceeding sinful 

14 For we know that tbo command 
mont is spiritual; hut when I was 
under the law, I was yet carnal, sold 
under sin. 

16 But now I am spiritual; for that 
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which I am commanded to do, I do; 
and that whioh I am commanded not 
to allow, I allow not. 

Ifl For what I know ifl not right, I 
would not do; for that which ia sin, I 
hate. 

17 If then I do not that whioh I 
would not allow, I consent unto the 
law, that it is good; and I am not 
condemned. 

18 Now then, it ia no more I that do 
sin; but I seek to subdue that Bin 
which dwellcth in mo. 

19 For I know that in me, that is, 
in my flesh, dwellcth no good thing; 
for to will is present with mo, but to 
perform that which is good I find not, 
only in Christ. 

20 For the good that I would have 
done when under the law, I find not 
to be good ; therefore, I do it not. 

21 Hut the evil whieh I would not 
do under the law, I find to bo good; 
that, I do. 

22 Now if I do that, through the as¬ 
sistance of Christ, I would not do 
under the law, I am not under tho 
law; and it is no moro that I sock to 
do wrong, but to subdue sin that 
dwelleth in mo. 

23 I find then that under the law, 
that when I would do good ovil was 

f ireaont with me; for I delight in the 
aw of God aftor the iuward man. 

24 And now I sec another law, even 
the commandment of Christ, and it is 
imprinted in my mind. 

25 But my members are warring 
againat tho law of my mind, and 
bringing mo into captivity to the law 
of Bin whioh is in my membora. 

20 And if I subdue not tho sin whioh 
1 b in mo, but with tho flcBh serve the 
law of ain; 0 wretched man that I 
am 1 who shall doliver me from the 
body of this death ? 

27 I thank God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord, then, that so with tho mind 
I myself servo the law of God. 

CHAPTER Vm. 

fVy that live in the Spirit, are freefrom con¬ 
demnation, and are sure of the deliverance 
decreed of God—A U creation to participate 
in i 1 tie redemption of Christ. 

IlISHK is therefore now no con¬ 
demnation to them whioh are in 
Christ Jesua, who walk not aftor the 
flesh, but after the Spirit. 

2 For tho law of the Spirit of lifo in 


m 

Christ Jesus hath made me free from 
the law of sin and death. 

3 For what tho law could not do, in 
that it was wenk through tho flesh, 
God sending his own Son in tho like¬ 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, con¬ 
demned sin in the flesh; 

4 That the righteousness of tho law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after tho Spirit. 

5 For they that aro after the flesh 
do mind tho things of tho flesh; but 
they that aro after the Spirit, the 
things of the Spirit. 

6 For to be oarnally minded is 
death ; hut to be spiritually minded 
is lifo and peace. 

7 Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against God; for it is not subject to 
the law of God, neither indeed can he. 

8 So then they that are after the 
fleBh oannot ploase God. 

9 But ye are not after tho flesh, but 
after the Spirit, if so be that the 
Spirit of God dwell in you. Now if 
any man have not the Spirit of Christ, 
ho is none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, though 
the body shall die because of sin, yet 
the Spirit 10 life, because of righte¬ 
ousness. 

11 And if the Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead, dwell 
in you, he that raised up Christ from 
the dead shall also quioken your mor¬ 
tal bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth 
in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we aro debt¬ 
ors, not to the flesh, to live after the 
flesh. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, unto 
sin, ye shall die; but if ye through 
the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live unto Christ. 

14 For as many as are led by tbe 
Spirit of God, they are the sons of 
God. 

15 For ye have not received the 
spirit of bondago again to fear; but 
ye have reoeived the Spirit of adop¬ 
tion, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

10 The Spirit itself beareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are tbe chil¬ 
dren of God; 

17 And if children, then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint heirs with 
Christ; if so be that we suffer with 
him, that we may be also glorified 
together. 
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18 For I reckon that the sufferings 
of this present time are not worthy to 
be named with the glory which shall 
be revealed in us. 

19 For the e&meBt expectation of 
the creature waiteth for the manifesta¬ 
tion of the sonB of God. 

20 For the creature was made sub¬ 
ject to tribulation not willingly, bat 
hy reason of him who hath subjected 
it in hope; 

21 Because the oreature itself also 
shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God. 

22 For we know that the whole 
oreation groancth and travaileth in 
pain together until now. 

23 And not only they, but ourselves 
also, whioh have the first fruitB of the 
Spirit, even we ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adoption, 
to wit, the redemption of our body. 

24 For we are saved by hope; but 
hope that is seen is not hope; for 
what a man seeth, why doth he yet 
hopo for? 

25 But if we hope for that we see 
not, then with patienoe we do wait 
for it. 

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth 
our infirmities; for we know not 
what we should pray for as we ought; 
hut the Spirit itself maketh interces¬ 
sion for na with groaning? which can¬ 
not be nttered. 

27 And he that searchcth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit, because he maketh interces¬ 
sion for the saints aocording to the 
will of God. 

28 And we know that all things 
work together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the oalled 
according to his purpose. 

29 For whom he aid foreknow, he 
also did predestinate to be conformed 
to his own image, that he might he 
the firstborn among many brethren. 

30 Moreover, him whom he did pre¬ 
destinate, him ho also oalled; and 
him whom he oalled, him ho also 
sanotified ; and him whom he sancti¬ 
fied, him he also glorified. 

31 What shall we then say to these 
things ? If God be for us, who oan 
prevail against us ? 

32 He that spared not his own Son, 
but delivered mm up for us all, how 


shall he not with him also freely give 
give us all things? 

33 Who Bhall lay anyLhing to the 
charge of God’s elect? It is God 
that justifieth. 

34. Who is he that condemneth ? 
It is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, who is even at 
the right hand of God, who also 
maketh intercession for us. 

35 Who shall separate ns from (be 
love of Christ ? shall tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, or 
nakedness, or peril, or sword ? 

36 As it is written, For ihy sake we 
are killed all the daylong; we are 
accounted as sheep for the Blanghter 

37 Nay, in all tnese thingB we arc- 
more than conquerors through him 
that loved us. 

33 For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin¬ 
cipalities, nor powers, nor things pre- 
Bent, nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor an? 
other creature, shall be able to sepa¬ 
rate ns from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

CHAPTER IX. 

i’huT* sorrow for the Jews — Reasons there¬ 
for — The calling of the QenlUes. 

SAY the truth in Christ, I lie not, 
my conscience also bearing nu- 
witness in the Holy Ghost, 

2 That I have great heaviness and 
continual sorrow in my heart, 

3 (For once I could have wished 
that myself were accursed from 
Christ,) for my brethren, my kins¬ 
men according to the flesh ; 

4 Who are Israelites; of whom are 
the adoption, and the glory, and the 
covenants, and the giving of the law, 
and the service of God, 

5 And the promises whioh are made 
unto the fathers; and of whom, ai 
concerning the flesh, Christ was, who 
is God over all, blessed for ever. 
Amen. 

6 Not as though the word of God 
hath taken none effect. For they are 
not all Israel, which are of Israel. 

7 Neither, because they are all 
children of Abraham, are they the 
Beed; bat, In Isaao shall thy seed be 
callod. 

8 That is, They whiob are the chil¬ 
dren of the flesh, these Are not the 
children of God; but the ohildren of 
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the promise arc counted for the Beed. 

9 For this is the word of promiso, 
At this lime will I come, and Sarah 
shall have a son. 

10 And Dot only Sarah; but when 
Reboooa aleo had oonooived by one, 
our father Isaac, 

11 (For tho ohildren hoing not yet 
born, neither having done any good 
>r evil, that the purpose of God ac¬ 
cording to election might stand, not 
of works, but of him that calleth ;) 

12 Tt was said unto her, The older 
Bhall serve the younger. 

13 As it is written, Jacob have I 
loved, but Esau have I hated. 

14 What shall we say then ? Is 
there unrighteousness with God? 
God forbid. 

15 For he saith to Moses, I will 
have mercy on whom I will have 
mercy, and I will have compassion 
on whom I will havo compassion. 

16 So then it is not of him that 
willetb, nor of him that runneth, but 
of God that showeth mercy. 

17 For the Bcripturc saith unto 
Pharaoh, Even for this same pur¬ 
pose havo I raised thco up, that I 
might show my power in thee, and 
that my name might bo declared 
throughout all the enrth. 

18 Thoroforo hath be morcy on 
whom he will have have morcy, and 
whom he will ho hnrdcneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then unto mo, 
Why doth he yet find fault? For 
who hath resisted hiB will ? 

20 Nay but, 0 mao, who art thou 
that repliest against God ? Shall the 
thing formed say to him that formed 
it, Why bast thou made me thus ? 

21 Hath not the potter power over 
the olay, of the same lump to make 
one vessol unto honour, and another 
□nto dishonour ? 

22 Wbat if God, willing to show 
his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with muoh long- 
suffering tho vessels of wrath fitted 
to destruction; 

23 And that he might make known 
tbo riches of his glory on the vossols 
of mercy, whioh he had before pre¬ 
pared unto glory, 

24 Even us, whom he hath called, 
not of the Jows only, but also of the 
Gentilos ? 

25 As he saith also in Hosca, I will 


call them my people, which w«ra 
not my people; and her belovew, 
whioh was not beloved. 

26 And it shall come to pass, that 
in the place where it was said unto 
them, Yo are not my people; there 
shall they be called the children of 
the living God. 

27 Esaias also crieth concerning 
Israel, Though the number of the 
ohildren of Israel be as the sand of 
the sea, a remnant shall he saved; 

28 For he will finish the work, and 
cut it short in righteousness; he- 
cauee & short work will the Lord 
make upon the earth. 

29 And as Esaias Baid before, Ex¬ 
cept the Lord of Sabaolh had left us 
a seed, we had been as Sodoma, and 
beon m&do like unto Gomorrah. 

30 What shall we say then ? That 
the Gentiles, whioh followed not 
after righteousness, have attained to 
righteousness,even the righteousness 
which is of faith. 

31 But Israel, which followed after 
tho law of righteousness, hath not 
attained to the law of righteousness. 

32 Wherefore they stumbled at that 
stumbling-stone, not by faith, but as 
it were by the works of the law; 

33 As it is written, Behold, I lay 
in Sion a stumbling-stone and rook 
of offence; and whosoever believeth 
on him shall not be ashamed. 

CHAPTER X. 

The righteousness of the law. and of faith 
contrasted. 

B RETHREN, my heart's desire 
and prayer to God for Israel is, 
that they might be saved. 

2 For I bear them record that they 
havo a seal of God, but not aooord- 
ing to knowledge. 

3 For they, being ignorant of God's 
rightooueness, and going about to 
establish their own righteousness, 
have not submitted themselves unto 
the righteousness of God. 

4 For Christ is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one that 
believeth. 

5 For Moses desoribeth the right¬ 
eousness whioh is of the law, That 
tho man whioh doeth those things 
shall livo by thorn. 

6 But the righteousness whioh is of 
faith speaketh on this wise, Say not 
in thine heart, Who shall asoend into 
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heaven ? (that ip, to bring Christ 
down from above;) 

7 Or, Who shall descend into the 
deep 7 (that is, to bring up ChriBt 
again from the dead.) 

8 But what saith it ? The word is 
nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in 
thy heart; that is, the word of faith, 
whioh we preach; 

9 That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth tho Lord Jesus, and shalt 
believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved. 

10 For with the heart man believ- 
eth unto righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto sal¬ 
vation. 

11 For the scripture saith, Whoso¬ 
ever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference be¬ 
tween the Jew and the Greek; for 
the same Lord over all is rich unto 
all that call upon him. 

13 For whosoever shall call upon 
the namo of tho Lord shall be saved. 

14 llow then shall they oall on him 
in whom they have not believed? and 
how Bbnll they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher? 

16 And how shall they proach, 
exoept they be sent? as it is written, 
How beautiful are the feet of them 
that prcaoh the gospel of peace, and 
hring glad tidings of good things! 

16 Bo thon faith comcth by hearing, 
and hearing by tho word of God. 

17 But I say, Have thoy not heard? 
Yes verily, their Bound went into all 
the earth, and their words unto the 
endB of the world. 

18 But they have not all obeyed 
the gospel. For Esaias saith. Lord, 
who hath holieved our report? 

19 But I say, Did not Israel know? 
Now Mobos saith, I will provoke you 
to jealousy by them that are no poo- 
pie, and by a foolish nation I will 
anger you. 

20 But Esaias is very bold, and 
saith, I was found of them that 
sought mo not; I was made manifest 
unto them that asked not after me. 

21 But to Israel ho saith, All day 
long I havo strctchod forth my hands 
unto a disobedient and gainsaying 
people. 


CHAPTER XI. 

God hath not coat off all liras l—Promile of 
their salvation. 

SAY then, Hath God cast away 
his people? God forbid. For 1 
also am an Israelite, of the seed of 
Abraham, of the tribe of BenjamiD. 

2 God hath not cast away his peo¬ 
ple which ho foreknew. Know ye 
not what the ecripturo saith of Elias f 
how he maketh complaint to God 
against Israel, saying, 

3 Lord, they have killed ihy pro 
phets, and digged down thine altars; 
and I am left alone, and they seek 
my life. 

4 But what saith the answer of God 
unto him? I have reserved to my¬ 
self seven thousand men, who have 
not howed tho knee to the image of 
Daal. 

6 Even so then at this present time 
also there is a remnant according to 
the election of grace. 

6 And if hy grace, then is it no 
more of works; otherwise grace is 
no more grace. But if it bo of works, 
then is it no more grace; otherwise 
work is no more work. 

7 What then ? Israel hath not ob¬ 
tained that which they seek for; but 
the election hath obtained it, and the 
rest were blinded. 

8 (According as it is written, God 
hath given them the spirit of slum¬ 
ber, eyeB that they should not sec, 
and ears that they should Dot hear;) 
onto this day. 

9 And David saith, Let their table 
bo made a snaro, and a trap, and m 
stumbling-block, and a recompense 
onto them; 

10 Lot their eyes be darkcued, that 
they may not see, and bow down their 
back alway. 

11 I say then, have they stumbled 
that they should fall? God forbid; 
but rather through tueir fall salva¬ 
tion is come unto the Gentiles, for 
to provoke them to jealousy. 

12 Now if the fall of them ie the 
riohos of the world, and tho diminish¬ 
ing of them tho riohes of the Gen¬ 
tiles; how much more their fulness? 

13 For I speak to you Gentiles, in¬ 
asmuch as I am the apostle of the 
Gentiles, I magnify mine office ; 

14 If by any means I may provoke 
to emulation them whioh are my 
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flesh, and might save some of them. 

15 For if the oasting away of them 
ia the reconciling of the world, what 
■hall the restoring of them be, bat 
life from the dead ? 

16 For if tho first fruit is holy, the 
lump is also holy; and if the root ia 
holy, so are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branohes be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild 
olive tree, wast graffed in among 
them, and with them partakost of 
Ihe root and fatness of the olive 
tree; 

18 Boast not against the branches, 
for thou bearest not the root, but the 
root thee. 

19 For if thou boast, thou wilt say, 
The branches were broken off, that 
we might be graffed in. 

20 Well; because of unbeliof they 
were broken off, and thou standest 
by faith. Be not high-minded, but 
foar; 

21 For if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lost he also spare 
not thee. 

22 Behold therefore the goodness 
and severity of God; on them which 
fell, severity; but toward thoo, good* 
ness, if thou oontinue in his good¬ 
ness; otherwise thou also Bhalt be out 
off. 

23 And they also, if they abide not 
still in unbeliof, shall be graffed in ; 
for G od is able to graff them in 
again. 

24 For if thou wuBt cut out of the 
olive tree whioh is wild by nature, 
and wast graffed contrary to nature 
into a good olive tree; how tnuoh 
more shall these, which bo the natu¬ 
ral branohes, be graffed into their 
own olive tree 7 

25 For I would not, brethren, that 
yo should be ignorant of this mys¬ 
tery, lest yo should be wise in your 
own oonooits, that blindness in part 
is htpponed to Israel, antil the ful¬ 
ness of the Gentiles be come in. 

26 And then all Israel shall be 
saved; as it Is written, There shall 
come out of Sion the Deliverer, and 
shall turn away ungodliness from 
Jaoob; 

27 For this la my covenant unto 
them, when I shall take away their 
sins. 

28 As concerning the gospel, they 


are enemies for yonr sakei; but as 
touohiug the eleotion, they are be¬ 
loved for the fathers’ Bakes. 

29 For tho gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance. 

30 For as ye in times past have 
not believed God, yet have now ob¬ 
tained mercy through their unbelief; 

31 Even so have these also now not 
bolioved, that through your mercy 
they also may obtain mercy. 

32 For God hAth concluded them 
all in nnbolicf, that he might have 
mercy npon all. 

33 0 the depth of the riohos both 
of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God ! bow unsearchable are his judg¬ 
ments, and his ways past finding 
out! 

34 For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord ? or who hath been his 
counsellor ? 

35 Or who hath first given to him, 
and it shall be recompensed unto him 
again 7 

36 For of him, and through him, 
and to him, are all things; to whom 
be glory for ever. Amen. 

CHAPTER XII. 

God's mercies move us to serve him— Unity 
of the church—Christian duties enjoined. 
BESEECH you therefore, brothren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye 
resent your bodies a living sacrifice, 
oly, acceptable unto God, whioh is 
your reasonable service. 

2 And be not conformed to this 
world ; but bo ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind, that yo may 

rove whAt that good, and aocopta- 
le, and perfect will of God is. 

3 For I say, through the grace given 
unto me, to every man that is among 
yon, not to think of himself more 
highly than he ought to think; but 
to think soberly, according as God 
hath dealt to every man the measure 
of faith. 

4 For as we have many members in 
one body, and all members have not 
the same office; 

6 So we, being many, are one body 
in Christ, and every one members one 
of another. 

6 Having thou gifts differing oooord- 
ing to the graoe that is givon to us, 
whether propheoy, lot us prophesy 
according to tho proportion of faith; 

7 Or ministry, let us wait on oui 
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miniaturing; or he that teacheth, on 
beaohing ; 

6 Or he that exhorteth, on exhorta¬ 
tion ; he that giveth, let him do it 
with simplicity ; he that ruleth, with 
diligence; he that ahoweth mercy, 
with cheerfulness. 

9 Let love be without dissimulation. 
Abhor that which is evil and cleave 
to that whioh is good. 

10 Be kindly affectioned one to 
another wi th brotherly love; in honour 
preferring one another; 

11 Not slothful in business; fervent 
in spirit; serving the Lord; 

12 Rejoioing in hope; patient in 
tribulation; continuing instant in 
prayer; 

13 Distributing to the necessity of 
saints; given to hospitality. 

14 Bless them whioh perBeoute you; 
bless, asd curse not. 

15 Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 

16 Be of the same mind one toward 
another. Mind not high things, but 
condescend to men of low estate. Be 
not wise in your own conceits. 

17 Recompense to no man evil for 
evil. Provide things honeBt in the 
sight of all men. 

18 If it be possible, as much as lielh 
in you, live peaceably with all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not your¬ 
selves, but rather give place unto 
wrath; for it is written, Vengeance is 
mine; I will repay, saith the Lord. 

20 Therefore if thine enemy hunger, 
feed him; if he thirst, give him drink; 
for in so doing thou ehalt heap coals 
of lire on his head. 

21 Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good. 

CHAPTER XnL 

Subjection to rulers — Lent w the fulfilling of 
the law ■— Gluttony and drunJcenne&t re¬ 
proved. 

ET every soul he subject unto the 
higher powers. For there is no 
power in the church but of Qod ; the 
powers that be are ordained of 
Qod. 

2 Whosoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of God; 
and they that resist shall receive to 
themselves punishment. 

3 For rulers are not r terror to good 
works, but to the evil. Wilt thoa 
then not be afraid of the power 7 do 


that whioh is good, and thon shall 
have praise of the same ; 

4 For he is the minister of God to 
thee for good. But if thou do that 
which is evil be afraid ; for he bearelb 
not the rod in vain ; for he is the min 
ister of God, a revenger to execute 
wrath upon him that doetb evil. 

5 Wherefore ye must needs be sob 
ject, not only for wrath, but also for 
conscience’ sake. 

6 For, for this cause pay ye your 
consecrations also unto them; for 
they are God’s ministers, attending 
continually upon this very thing. 

7 But first, render to all their due* 
according to enstom, tribute to whom 
tribute, custom to whom custom, that 
your consecrations may be done in 
fear of him to whom fear belongs, and 
in honour of him to whom honour be¬ 
longs. 

8 Therefore owe no man anything, 
but to love one another; for he that 
loyeth another hath fulfilled the 
law. 

9 For this, Thou shalt not commit 
adultery, Thou shalt not kill. Thou 
ehalt not steal, Thon shalt not bear 
false witness, Thou shalt not covet ■ 
and if there be any other command 
mont, it is briefly comprehended in 
this saying, namely, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself. 

10 Love worketh no ill to his nei gb- 
bour ; therefore love is the fulfilling of 
the law. 

11 And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time to awake out of 
sleep; for now is oar salvation nearer 
than when we believed. 

12 The night is far spent, the day 
is at hand; lot us therefore cast off 
the works of darkness, and let us pul 
on the armour of light. 

13 Let us walk honestly, as in the 
day ; not in rioting and drunkenness, 
not in chamhering and wantonness, 
not in strife and envying: 

14 But put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and make not provision for 
the flesh, to gratify the lusts thereof. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Self-righttousneu forbidden—Charity en¬ 
joined. 

IM that is weak in the faith re 
oeiveye, but not to doubtful die 
putations. 

2 For one believeth that he may eat

all things; another, who Is weak, eat- 
eth herbs. 

3 Let doL him that eateth despise 
him that eateth not; and let not nim 
which eateth not judge him that eat¬ 
eth ; for God hath received him. 

4 Who art thou that judgest another 
man's servant? to his own master he 
itandeth or falleth; yea, he shall be 
holden up; for God is able to make 
him Btana. 

5 One man esteemeth one day above 
another; another esteemeth every day 
alike. Let every man be fully per¬ 
suaded in his own mind. 

6 lie that regardoth the day, re- 
gardeth it unto the Lord ; and he that 
regardeth not the day, to tho Lord he 
doth not regard it. He that eateth, 
eateth to the Lord, for he giveth God 
thanks; and he that eateth not, to 
the Lord ho eateth not, and giveth 
God thanks. 

7 For none of us liveth to himself, 
and no man dicth to himself. 

8 For whether we live, wo live unto 
the Lord ; and whethor we die, we 
die unto the Lord; whether we live 
therefore, or die, we are tho Lord's. 

9 For to this end Christ both died, 
and rose, and revived, that he might 
be Lord both of the dead and 
living. 

10 But why dost thou judge thy 
brother? or why dost thou set at 
naught thy brother? for we shall all 
stand boforo tho judgmcnt-Boat of 
Christ. 

11 For, I live saith tho Lord, as it is 
written. And evory knee shall bow 
to me, and every tongue shall swear 
t# God. 

12 So then every one of us shall give 
acoount of himself to God. 

13 Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more; but judge this 
rather, that no man put a stumbling- 
block or an ocoasion to fall in his 
brother’s way. 

14 I know, and am persuaded by 
the Lord Jesus, that there is nothing 
unolean of itself; but to him that 
esteemeth any thing to be unolean, to 
him it is unolean. 

16 But if thy brother be grieved with 
thy meat, thou walkest not charitably 
if thou catest. Thereforo dostroy not 
him with thy meat, for whom Christ 
died. 
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10 Let not then your good be evil 
spoken of; 

17 For the kingdom of God is not 
meat and drink; hut righteousness, 
and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. 

18 For he that in these things scrv- 
eth Christ is acceptable to God, and 
approved of men. 

19 Let us therefore follow after the 
things which make for peaoe, and 
things wherewith one may edify an¬ 
other. 

20 For meat destroy not the work 
of God. All thingB indeed are pure ; 
but it is evil for that man who eateth 
with offence. 

21 It is good neither to eat fiesh, 
nor to drink wine, nor anything 
whereby thy brother stnmbleth, or is 
offended, or is made weak. 

22 Hast thou faith ? have it to thy¬ 
self before God. Happy is he that 
oondemneth not himself in that thing 
which he alloweth. 

23 And he that doubteth is con¬ 
demned if ho eat, because it is not of 
faith; for whatsoever is not of faith 
is sin. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The itrong must bear with the weak—Christ 
our example. 

E then that are strong ought to 
bear the infirmities of the weak, 
and not to please ourselves. 

2 Let every one of us please his 
neighbour for his good to edification. 

3 For even Christ pleased not him¬ 
self; but, as it is written. The re¬ 
proaches of them that reproached thee 
fell on me. 

4 For whatsoever things were writ¬ 
ten aforetime were written for oar 
learning, that we through patience 
and comfort of the scriptures might 
have hope. 

5 Now the God of patience and con¬ 
solation grant yon to be like-minded 
one toward another according as 
Christ Jesus was; 

6 That ye may with one mind and 
one month glorify God, even the Fa- 
thor of our Lord Josus Christ. 

7 Wherefore receive ye one another, 
as Christ also received us, to the glory 
of God. 

8 Now I say that Jesus Christ was 
a minister of the circumcision for the 
truth of God, to confirm the promises 
made unto the fathers ; 
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0 And that the Gentiles might glo¬ 
rify God for his mercy; ns it is writ¬ 
ten, For this cause I will confess to 
thee among the Gentiles, and sing 
unto thy name. 

10 And again ho savth. Rejoice, ye 
Gentiles, with his peoplo. 

11 And again, Praise the Lord, all ye 
Gentiles; and laud him, all ye people. 

12 And again, Esaias sailh, There 
shall be a root of Jesse, and he that 
shall rise to reign over the Gentiles; 
In him shall the Gentiles trust. 

13 Now the God of hope fill you 
with all joy and peace in believing, 
that ye may aboand in hope, through 
the power of the Roly Ghost. 

14 And I myself also am persuaded 
of you, my brethren, that ye also are 
full of goodness, filled with all know¬ 
ledge, able also to admonish one an¬ 
other. 

15 Nevertheless, brethren, I have 
written the more boldly unto you in 
some sort, as putting you in mind, 
because of the graoo that is given to 
me of God, 

16 That I should be the minister of 
Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, minis¬ 
tering the gospel of God, that the 
offering up of tne Gentiles might be 
acceptable, being sanctified by the 
Holy Ghost. 

17 I have therefore whereof I may 
glory through Jesus Christ in those 
things which pertain to God. 

18 For I will not dare to speak of 
any of those things which Christ hath 
not wrought by mo, to make the Gen¬ 
tiles obedient, by word And deed, 

19 Through mighty signB and won¬ 
ders, by the power of the Spirit of 
God; so that from Jerusalem, and 
round about unto Illyricum, I have 

. fully preached the gospel of Christ. 

20 Yea, 80 have I strived to preach 
the gospel, not where Christ was 
named, lest I should build upon an¬ 
other man's foundation; 

21 But as it is written. To whom ho 
was not spoken of, they shall see; and 
they that have not heard shall under¬ 
stand. 

22 For which oaubo also I have been 
much hindered from coming to you. 

23 But now having no more place 
In those parts, and having a great 
desire these many years to come unto 
you; 


24 Whensoever I take myjournej 
into Spain, I will come to you; for 1 
trust to see you in my journey, and 
to be brought ou my way through by 
you, if first I be somewhat filled with 
your prayers. 

25 But now I go unto Jerusalem to 
minister onto the saints. 

26 For it hath pleased them of Ma¬ 
cedonia and Achaia to make a certain 
contribution for the poor saints which 
are at Jerusalem. 

27 It hath pleased them verily; and 
their debtors they arc. For il the 
Gentiles have been made partaken 
of their spiritual things, their duty i* 
also to minister unto them in carual 
things. 

28 When therefore I have per¬ 
formed this, and have sealed to them 
this fruit, I will come by you into 
Spain. 

29 And I am sure that, when I 
come unto you, I shall come in the 
fulness of the blessing of the gospel 
of Christ. 

30 Now I beseech you, brethren, for 
tho Lord Jesus Christ's sake, and for 
the love of the Spirit, that ye strive 
together with me in your prayers to 
God for me; 

31 That I may be delivered from 
them that do not believe in Judea; 
and that my service which I have 
for Jerusalem may be accepted of tho 
saints; 

32 That I may come unto you with 
joy by the will of God, and may with 
you be refreshed. 

33 Now the God of peace be wilb 
you all. Amen. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

/but adviseth them to take heed of thou which 
cause dissension, and avoid them. 
COMMEND unto you Phccbe our 
sister, which is a servant of the 
oburch which is at Cenohrea; 

2 That ye receive her in the Lord, 
as becometh saints, and that ye as¬ 
sist her in whatsoever business sbe 
hath need of you ; for she hath been 
a sucoourer of manj, and of mysell 
also. 

3 Greet Prisoilla and Aqnila, my 
helpers in ChriBt Jesus; 

4 Who have for my lifo laid down 
thoir own necks ; unto whom not only 
I givo thanks, but also all the ohuroher 
of the Gentiles. 
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5 Likewise greet the church that is 
in Iheir house. Salute my well-be¬ 
loved Eponolus, who is the first fruits 
of Aohaiaunto Christ. 

0 Greet Mary, who bestowed much 
labour on ub. 

7 Salute AndroniouB and Junia, my 
kinsmon, and my fellow-prisoners, 
who are of note among tho apostles, 
who also were in Christ before me. 

8 Greet Amplias, my beloved in tho 
Lord. 

9 Salute Urbane, our helper in 
Christ, and Staobys my heloved. 

10 Salute Apolles approved in 
Christ. Salute thorn which aro of 
Aristobulus' church. 

11 Salute Herodion my kinsman. 
Greet them that be of tho church of 
NaraissuB, which are in tho Lord. 

12 Salute Tryphena and Tryphoea, 
who labour in tho Lord. Salute the 
beloved Persia, which laboured much 
in the Lord. 

13 Salute Rufus ohoHcn in the Lord, 
and his mother and mino. 

14 Salute Asyncritus, Phlcgon, Ilcr- 
mas, PatrobaB, Hermes, and tho bre¬ 
thren whioh are with them. 

15 Salute Philologus, and Julia, 
Nerona, and his sister, and Olympas, 
and all the saints which aro with 
them. 

10 Salute one another with a holy 
Balatation. The ohurches of Christ 
salute you. 

17 Now I besocoh you, brethren, 
mark thorn which cause divisions 
and offences contrary to the doctrine 
whioh yo have learned; and avoid 
them. 
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18 For they that are such serve not 
our Lord Jesus Christ, but thoir own 
belly; and by good words and fair 
spccchos deceive the hearts of the 
simple. 

19 For your obedience Is come 
abroad unto all men. I am glad 
therefore on yoar behalf; but yet I 
would have you wise unto that which 
is good, and simple oonoorning evil. 

20 Aod the God of peaoe shall 
bruise Satan nnder your feet shortly. 
The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
bo with you. Amen. 

21 Timotheus my workfellow, and 
Lucius, and Jason, and Sosipator, my 
kinsmen, salute yon. 

22 1 Tertius, who wrote this epistle, 
saluto you in the Lord. 

23 Gaius mine host, and of the 
whole church, saluteth you. Erastus 
the chamberlain of the city saluteth 
you, and Quartus a brother. 

24 Tho graoe of our Lord Jesus 
Christ bo with you all. Araefl. 

25 Now to him that is of power to 
stablish you according to the gospel, 
and the proaohing of Jesus Christ, 
according to tho revelation of the 
mystery, which was kept soorot since 
the world began, 

20 But now is made manifest, and 
by the scriptures of the prophots, ac¬ 
cording to the comraandraont of the 
everlasting God, mado known to all 
nations for the obedience of faith; 

27 To God only wise, be glory 
throogh Jesus Christ for ever. Amen.

THE FIHST EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

tomd •ahorteth to unity — The low estate qf 
those, who are oaUed. 

P AUL, an apostle, oallod of Jesus 
Christ through the will of God; 
and Sosthenes our brother, 

2 Unto the ohuroh of God whioh is 
at Corinth, to thorn that are sanotified 
In Christ Jesni, called to be saints, 


with all that in every place oall upon 
tho name of Jesus Christ onr Lord, 
both thoirs and ours; 

3 Graoe be unto you, and peaoe, 
from God onr Father, and from the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

4 I thank my God always on yonr 
behalf, for the graoe of God of whioh 
is given yon of Jesus Christ; 

5 That In every thing ye are en- 
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riohed by him, in all utterance, and 
In all knowledge; 

6 Even as the testimony of Christ 
was confirmed in yon ; 

7 Bo that ye come behind in no 
gift; waiting for the ooming of oar 
Lord Jesus Christ; 

8 Who shall also confirm you unto 
the end, that ye may be blameless in 
the day of our Lord Jesns Christ. 

0 God is faithful, by whom ye were 
called unto tho fellowship of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 

10 Now I beseech you, brethren, in 
tho name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same thing, and 
that there be no divisions among you; 
but that yo be perfectly joined toge¬ 
ther in the same mind and in the 
same judgment. 

11 For it hath been declared unto 
me of yon, my brethren, by them 
which are of tho house of Chloe, that 
there are contentions among you. 

12 Now this I say, that many of 
yon saith, I am of Paul; and I of 
Apollos; and I of Cephas; and I of 
Christ. 

13 Is Christ divided ? was Paul 
crucified for you ? or were ye baptia- 
ed in the name of Paul? 

14 I thank God that I baptiaed 
none of you, hut Crispus and 
Gains; 

15 Lest any should say that I had 
baptized in mine own name. 

16 And I baptized also the house¬ 
hold of Stephanas; besides, I know 
not whether I baptized any other. 

17 For Christ sent me not to bap¬ 
tize, but to preach the gospel; not 
with wisdom of words, lest the cross 
of Christ should be made of none 
effect. 

18 For the preaching of the cross 
is to them that perish, foolishness; 
but unto us which are saved, it is the 
power of God. 

19 For it is written, I will destroy 
the wisdom of the wise, and will 
bring to nothing the understanding 
of the prudent. 

20 Where is the wise ? where is the 
scribe? whore is the disputer of this 
world ? hath not God niado foolish 
tho wisdom of this world ? 

21 Kor after Lhal in the wisdom of 
God I lie world by wisdom knew not 
God, il pleased God by the foolish¬ 


ness of preaching to save i hem that 
believe. 

22 For the Jews require a sign, and 
the Greeks seek after wisdom; 

23 But we preach Christ emoified, 
unto the Jews a stumbling-hlock, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness ; 

24 But unto them which are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Christ the 
power of God, and the wisdom of 
God. 

25 Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men ; and the weakness 
of God is stronger than men. 

26 For ye see your calling, bre- 
thren, how that not many wise men 
after the flesh, not many mighty, not 
many noble, are chosen ; 

27 For God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the 
wiso; and God hath chosen the weak 
things of the world to confound the 
things which are mighty ; 

28 And baso things of tho world, 
and things which are despised, hath 
God chosen, yea, and things which 
are not, to bring to naught thing? 
that are mighty ; 

29 That no fleBh should glory in his 
presence. 

30 But of him are ye in Christ 
Jesus, who of God is made unto us 
wisdom, and righteonsness, and sanc¬ 
tification, and redemption; 

31 That, according as it is written, 
He that glorieth, let him glory in the 
Lord. 

CHAPTER II. 

He declareth that his preaching amsistdh M 
the power of God — The spiritual man 
criveth the things of God. 

ND I, brethren, when I came tc 
you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom, declaring unto 
you tho testimony of God. 

2 For I determined not to know 
Anything among yon, Bave Jesua 
Christ, and him crucified. 

3 And I was with you iu weak¬ 
ness, and iu fear, and in mnoh trem¬ 
bling. 

4 And my speech and my prcaob- 
ing was not with enticing words of 
man's wisdom, but in demonstration 
of the Spirit and of power; 

5 That your faith should not stand 
iu the wisdom of men, but iu the 
power of God. 

6 liowbeit we speak wisdom amonf 
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thorn that are perfect; yet Dot the 
wisdom of this world, nor of the 
prinoes of this world, that oome to 
naught; 

7 But we speak tho wisdom of God 
In a mystory, even the hidden wis¬ 
dom, whioh God ordained before the 
world unto our glory; 

8 Which none of the prinoes of this 
world know; for had they known it, 
they would not have cruoified the 
Lord of glory. 

9 But as it is written, Eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard, neither have en¬ 
tered into the heart of man, the things 
whioh God hath prepared for them 
that love him. 

10 But God hath revealed them 
unto us by bis Spirit; for the Spirit 
searohoth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God. 

11 For what man knowoth tho things 
of a man, savo tbe spirit of man which 
is in him? evon so tho things of God 
knowoth no man, oxcept he has the 
Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not tho 
spirit of the world, but tho Spirit 
whioh is of God; that wo might know 
tho things that are freely givon to us 
of God. 

13 Whioh things also we speak, not 
in the words which man's wisdom 
teaohoth, but whioh the Holy Ghost 
te&oheth; comparing spiritual things 
with spiritual. 

14 But tho natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God; 
for they are foolishness unto him; 
neither can he know thorn, because 
thoy aro spiritually discerned. 

15 But he that is spiritual judgeth 
all thingB, yet ho himsolf is judged of 
qo man. 

16 For who hath known the mind of 
the Lord, that he may instruct him ? 
But we have the mind of Christ. 

CHAPTER III. 

8tryfc and division reproved—Ministert are 

God’s fellow-labourers—Christ the only 

foundation — The temples of Qod. 

ND I, brethren, oould not speak 
unto you as unto spiritual, but 
as unto carnal, even as unto babes in 
Christ 

2 I have fed you with milk, and 
not with meat; for hitherto ye wore 
uot able to roooive it, neither yot now 
are yo able. 
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3 For ye are yot carnal; for whereas 
there is among you envying, and 
strife, and divisions, are ye not oar- 
nal, and walk as men ? 

4 For while one saith,I am of Paul; 
and another, I am of Apollos; are ye 
not carnal ? 

5 Who then is Paul, and who is 
Apollos, but ministers by whom yo 
believed, even as the Lord gave to 
every man ? 

6 I havo planted, Apollos watered; 
but God gave tho increase. 

7 So then neither is he that plant- 
eth anything, neither he that wator- 
eth ; but God that giveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he that 
watcrcth are one; and every man 
shall receive his own reward accord¬ 
ing to his own labour. 

9 For wo are labourers together with 
God; ye are God's husbandry, ye are 
God’s building. 

10 According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as a wise 
master-builder, I have laid the foun¬ 
dation, and another buildoth thereon. 
But let every man take heed how he 
buildoth thereupon. 

11 For other foundation can no man 
lay than that is laid, whioh is Jesus 
Christ. 

12 Now if any man build upon 
this foundation gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, stubble; 

13 Every man's work shall be made 
manifest; for tho day shall declare it, 
beoause it shall bo revoaled by fire ; 
and the fire shall try every man's 
work of what sort it is. 

14 If any man’s work abide whioh 
he hath built thereupon, ho shall re- 
oeivo a roward. 

15 If any man's work shall be 
burnod, he shall suffer loss; but he 
himsolf may be saved; yet so as by 
fire. 

16 Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in yoa? 

17 If any man defilo the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy; for the 
tomplo of God is holy, whioh temple 
yo are. 

18 Let no man deooive himsolf. If 
any man among you seemoth to be 
wiso in this world, let him beoome a 
fool, that he may be wise. 

19 For tho wisdom of this world is 
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foolishness with God; for it ifl writ¬ 
ten, He taketh the wise in their own 
eraftinoss. 

20 And again, The Lord knoweth 
the thoughts of the wise, that they 
are vain. 

21 Thoroforo lot no man glory in 
men ; for all thiDgs are yours; 

22 Whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
Cephas, or the world, or life, or death, 
or things present, or things to come; 
all are yours; 

23 And ye are Christ's; and Christ 
is God’s. 

CHAPTER IV. 

h what manner minister! ought to be cu> 
coicnUd of—The saints, though reproached , 
should be examples to the world. 

I ET a man so account of us, as of 
_k tho ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover it is required of stew¬ 
ards, that a man be found faithful. 

3 But with me it is a very small 
thing that I should he judged of you, 
or of man's judgment ; yea, I judge 
uot iniuo own self. 

4 For though I know nothing 
against myself; yet I am not heroby 
justified ; but he who judgeth me is 
the Lor 1. 

5 Thei' fore I judge nothing before 
the time, until tho Lord come, who 
’noth will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make 
manifest the oounsels of the hearts; 
and then shall every man have praise 
of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, I have 
in a figure transferred to myself and 
to Apollos for your Bakes; that ye 
might learn in us not to think of men 
above that which is writton, that no 
one of you be puffed up for one against 
another. 

7 For who m&keth thee to differ 
from another? and what hast thou 
that thou didst not receive? now if 
thou didst reoeivo it, why dost thou 
glory, as if thou hadst not receivod it ? 

8 Now ye are full, now ye are rich, 
ye have reigned as kings without us; 
and I would to God yc did reign, that 
we also might reign with you. 

9 For I think that God hath set 
forth us tho apostles last, as it wore 
appointed to death ; for we are made 
i speotaote unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. 


10 We are fools for Christ’s sake, 
but ye are wise in Christ; we are 
weak, bat ye are strong; ye are ho¬ 
nourable, bat we are despised. 

11 Even unto this present hour we 
both hunger, and thirst, and are 
naked, and are buffeted, and hare no 
oertain dwelling-place; 

12 And labour, working with out 
own hands; heing reviled, wc bless; 
heing persecuted, wc suffer it; 

13 BeiDg defamed, we entreat; we 
are made as the filth of the world, 
and are the offscouxing of all .hingi 
unto this day. 

14 I write not these things to jhame 
you, but as my beloved eons I warn 
you. 

15 For though ye have ten thou¬ 
sand instructors in Christ, yet have 
ye uot many fathers; for in Christ 
Jesus I have begotten you through 
the gospel. 

10 Wherefore I besoech you, be ye 
followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto 
you Timotheus, who is my beloved 
son, and faithful in the Lord, who 
shall bring you into remembrance of 
my ways which be in Christ, as 1 
teach everywhere in every ohurch. 

10 Now some are puffed up, as 
though I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, 
if the Lord will, and will know, not 
the speech of them which are puffed 
up, hut the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not 
in word, bat in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I come unto 
you with a rod, or in love, and is 
the spirit of meekness? 

CHAPTER V. 

TV adulterer to be east out — Saints out* 
shun bad company. 

T is reported oommonly that there 
is fornication among you, and 
suoh fornication as is uot so muoh as 
named Among tho Gentiles, that one 
should have bis father’s wife. 

2 And ye arc puffed up, and have 
not rather mourned, that ne that hath 
done this deed might be taken away 
from among you. 

3 For verily, ae absent in body but 
present in spirit, I have judged 
already him who hath so done this 
deed, as though I were present, 

4 In the namo of our Lord Jesus 
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Christ, when ye are gathered toge¬ 
ther, aud have the Spirit, with the 
power of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To dolivor such a ono unto Satan 
for the destruction of the flesh, that 
the spirit may be savod in the day of 
the Lord Jobus. 

6 Your glorying iB not good. Know 
ye not that a little leaven leavencth 
the whole lump ? 

7 Purge out therefore the old lea¬ 
ven, that yo may be a now lump, as 
ye are unleavened. For even Christ 
our paseovor is sacrificed for us ; 

8 Thcrofore let ub keep the feast, 
not with old leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and wickedness; 
but with the unleavened bread of 
finoority and truth. 

0 I wrote unto you in an epistlo not 
to oornpany with fornicators ; 

10 Yet not altogether with the for¬ 
nicators of this world, or with the 
covetous, or oxtortionors, or with 
idolaters; for then must ye needs 
go out of the world. 

11 But now I havo written unto yon 
not to keep oornpany, if any man that 
is called a brother bo a fornicator, or 
covetous, or an idolater, or a railor, 
or a drunkard, or an extortioner; 
with Buch a one no not to oat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without? do not 
they judgo them that aro within ? 

13 But them that are without, God 
judgclh. Therefore put away from 
among youTselvos that wicked person. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Saints should not goto law—The unrighteous 
skull not inherit the kingdom of God—Our 
bodies art the members of Christ , and tem¬ 
ples of the Holy Ghost—They must not be 
defiled. 

ARE any of you, having a mat¬ 
ter against another, go to law 
before the unjust, and not before tho 
taints ? 

2 Do ye not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? and if tho 
world shall be judged by you, are ye 
unworthy to judgo the smallest mat¬ 
ters ? 

3 Know yo not that we shall judge 
angels ? how muoh more things that 
portain to this life ? 

4 If then ye have judgments of 
things pertaining to this life, sot 
them to judge who are least ostcomod 
In the ohnroh. 
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5 I speak to your shame. Ie it so, 
that there is not a wise man among 
you ? no, not one that shall bo able 
to judgo between his brethren ? 

6 But brother gocth to law with 
brother, and that before the unbe¬ 
lievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, becauso ye go to 
law one with another. Why do ye 
not rather take wrong ? Why do ye 
not rather suffer yourselves to be de¬ 
frauded ? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 
and that your brethren. 

0 Know ye not that tho unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God? 
Be not deceived; neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effe¬ 
minate, nor abusers of themselves 
with mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilora, nor extor¬ 
tioners, shall inherit the kingdom of 
God. 

11 And such were some of you; hut 
yo are washed, but yo aro sanctified, 
hut ye are justified in the name of 
the Lord Jcsub, and by the Spirit of 
our God. 

12 All these things are not lawful 
unto me, and all these things are not 
expedient. All things are not lawful 
for me, therefore I will not be brought 
under the power of any. 

13 Moats for the belly, and the belly 
for moats; but God shall destroy 
both it and them. Now the body ia 
not for fornication, hut for the Lord; 
and the Lord for the body. 

14 And God hath both raised up the 
Lord, and will also raise up us hy his 
own power. 

15 Know ye not that yonr bodies 
are tho members of Christ? shall I 
then take the members of Christ, and 
make them the members of a harlot? 
God forbid. 

18 What! know yo not that he 
whioh is joined to a harlot is one 
body ? for two, saith he, shall bo one 
flesh. 

17 But he that is joined unto the 
Lord is one spirit. 

18 Fleo fornication. Every sin that 
a man oommitteth is agAinat the body 
of Christ, and ho who oommitteth for- 
nioatlon sinneth against his own body. 

10 What! know ye not that your 
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body ie tho temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own ? 

20 For yo aro bought with a price; 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God'a. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Paul trealelh of virgins and widows. 
OW concerning the things where¬ 
of ye wrote unto me, sayiDg, It 
is good for a man not to touch a 
woman. 

2 Nevertheless, I say, to avoid for¬ 
nication, let every man have hie own 
wife, and let every woman have her 
own husband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the 
wife dne benevolence; and likewise 
&1 bo the wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but the husband; and 
likewise also the husband hath not 
power of his own body, but the wife. 

5 Depart ye not one from the other, 
except it be with consent for a time, 
that ye may give yourselves to fast¬ 
ing and prayer; and come together 
again, that Satan tempt you not for 
your inoontlnency. 

6 And now what I speak is by per¬ 
mission, and not by commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were 
even as myself. But every man hath 
his proper gift of God, ooo after this 
manner, and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried 
and widows, It is good for them if 
they abide even as I. 

9 But if they cannot abide, let them 
marry ; for it is bettor to marry than 
that any should commit sin. 

10 And unto the married I com¬ 
mand, jot not I, but the Lord, Let 
not the wife depart from her husband; 

11 But and if she depart, let her 
remain unmarried, or do reconoilod 
to her husband; but let not the hus¬ 
band put away his wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord; If any brother hath a wife 
that believeth not, and she be pleased 
to dwell with him, let him not put 
her away. 

13 And the woman which hath a 
husband that believeth not, and if ho 
be pleased to dwell with her, let her 
not leave him. 

14 For the unbelieving husband is 
sanctified by tho wife, and tho un¬ 


believing wife is sanctified by the 
husband; else were your children 
unclean; but now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, 
lot him depart. A brother or a sis¬ 
ter is not under bondage in such 
cases; but God hath called us to 
peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, 0 wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy husband? 
or how knowest thou, 0 man, whe¬ 
ther thou shalt save thy wife? 

17 But as God hath distributed to 
every man, as the Lord hath call 3 d 
every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all churches. 

18 Is any man called being circum¬ 
cised? let him not become uncircum- 
cised. Is any called in uncircum¬ 
cision ? let him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumoision is nothing, and 
uncircumcision is nothing, but the 
keeping of the commandments of 
God. 

20~ Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein ho was called. 

21 Art thou called being a servant? 
care not for it; but if thou in&yest 
be made free, use it rather. 

22 For he that is callod in the Lord, 
being a servant, is the Lord’s free¬ 
man ; likewise also he that is called, 
being free, is Christ's servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price ; be 
not ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, wherein 
he is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I hare 
no commandment of the Lord ,* yet 
I give my judgment, as one that hath 
obtained mercy of the Lord to be 
faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is 
good for the present distress, for a 
man so to remain that he may do 
greater good. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife ? 
seek not to be loosed. Art thon 
loosed from a wife ? seek not a wife. 

28 But if thou marry, thou hast not 
sinned; and if a virgin marry, she 
hath not sinned. Nevertheless, auoh 
shall have trouble in the flesh. For 
I spare you not. 

29 But I speak unto yon who are 
called unto the ministry. For this I 
say, brethren, the time that remain- 
eth is but short, that ye shall be sent 
forth unto the ministry. Even they 
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who hare wives, shall be as though 
they had none ; for ye are called and 
chosen to do the Lord’B work. 

30 And it shall be with them who 
woep, as though thoy wopt not; and 
them who rojoioe, as though they 
rejoiced not, and them who buy, as 
though they possessed not; 

31 And them who use this world, 
as not using it; for the fashion of 
this world passeth away. 

32 But I would, brethren, that ye 
magnify your calling. I would have 
you without carefulness. For he who 
Is unmarried, oareth for the things 
that belong to the Lord, how ho may 
please tho Lord ; therefore he prevail- 
eth. 

33 Bat he who is married, oareth 
for the things that are of the world, 
how he may please his wife; there¬ 
fore there is a difference, for he is 
hindered. 

34 There Is a difference also, be¬ 
tween a wife and a virgin. The un¬ 
married woman oareth for the things 
of the Lord, that she may be holy 
both in body and in spirit; bat she 
that is married oareth for the things 
of the world, how she may please her 
husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
profit; not that I may oast a snare 
upon you, but for that whioh is 
oomoly, and that ye may attend 
upon the Lord without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he 
behaveth himself uncomely toward 
his virgin whom ho hath espoused, 
if she pass the flower of ago, and 
need so ro^uiro, let him do what ho 
hath promised, he sinnelh not; let 
them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
steadfast in his heart, having no ne¬ 
cessity, but hath power over his own 
will, and hath so decreed in his heart 
that he will keep his virgin, doeth 
well. 

36 So then he that giveth himself 
in marriage doeth well; but he that 
giveth himself not in marriago doeth 
bottor. 

30 Tho wife is bound by the law as 
long as her husband liveth; but if 
her husband be doad, she is at liberty 
to be married to whom she will; only 
in the Lord. 

40 But she is happier if she so 
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abide, after my Judgment; and J 
think also that I have the Spirit ol 
God. 

CHAPTER Y1I1. 

To abttain from meat* offered to idoLi — Cha¬ 
rity er\jci%ncd. 

OW as touching things offered 
unto idols, wc know that wo all 
have knowledge. Knowledge puffeth 
up, but charity edifieth. 

2 And if any idad think that he 
knowoth anything, he knoweth no¬ 
thing yot as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the 
same is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore tho eat¬ 
ing of those things which are in the 
world offered in sacrifice unto idols, 
we know that an idol is nothing, 
and that thero is none other God bnt 
one. 

6 For though there be that are 
called gods, whether in heaven or in 
earth, (as there be gods many, and 
lords many,) 

6 But to us there is bnt one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we in him ; and one Lord Josus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and 
we by him. 

7 Howbeit there is not in every 
man that knowledge; for some with 
oonBoienoe of the idol unto this hour 
eat it as a thing offered unto an idol; 
and their oonsoienoo being weak is 
defiled. 

8 But meat oommendoth us not to 
God; for neithor, if we eat, are we 
the better; noither, if we eat not, 
are we the worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means 
this liberty of yours become a stum¬ 
bling-block to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee whioh 
hast knowledge sit at meat in the 
idol’s temple, shall not the oonscienoe 
of him whioh is weak be emboldened 
to eat those things whioh are offered 
to idols; 

11 And through thy knowledge 
shall the weak brother perish, for 
whom Christ died? 

12 But when ye sin so against the 
brethren, and wound their weak con¬ 
science, ye sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no flesh 
while the world standeth, lest I make 
my brother to offend. 
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CHAPTER IX 

7V minuter to live by the gospel —TV cftri#- j 
Han race. 

M I Dot an apostle? am I not 
free? have I not seen Jeans 
Christ our Lord? are not ye my 
work in the Lord? 

2 If I be not an apostle unto others, 
yet donbtless I am to yon; for the 
seal of mine apostleship are ye in 
the Lord. 

3 Mine answer to them that do ex¬ 
amine me is this; 

4 Have we not power to eat and 
to drink? 

5 Have we not power to lead abont 
a sister, a wife, as well as other 
apostles, and as the brethren of the 
Lord, and Cephas ? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, have not 
we power to forbear working? 

7 Who goeth a warfare any time 
at his own charges? who plantctli a 
vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit 
thereof? or who feedetb a flock, and 
eateth not of the milk of the flock ? 

8 Say I these things as a man ? or 
saith not the law the same also? 

9 For it is written in the law of 
Moses, Thon shall not muszle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out the 
oorn. Doth God take care for 
oxen ? 

10 Or saith he it altogether for our 
sakes ? For our sakee, no doubt, this 
is written; that he that plougheth 
should plough in hope; and that he 
that thresheth in hope should be par¬ 
taker of his hope. 

11 If we have sown unto you spi¬ 
ritual things, is it a great thing if we 
shall reap your carnal things ? 

12 If others be partaken of this 
power over you, are not we rather? 
Nevertheless we have not used this 
power; but suffer all things, lest we 
should hinder the gospel of Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that they which 
minister abont holy things live of the 
things of the temple ? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with 
the altar? 

14 Even bo bath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel 
ihonld live of the gospel. 

15 Bnt I have used none of these 
things; neither have I written these 
things, that it should be so done unto 
me; for it were better for me to die. 


than that any man should make my 
glorying void. 

16 For thongh I preach the gospel, 
I have nothing to glory of; for ne¬ 
cessity is laid upon me: yea, woe is 
nnto me, if I preach not the gospel! 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, 
I have a reward; but if against my 
will, a dispensation of the gospel is 
committed nnto me. 

13 What is my reward then? Verily 
that, when I preach the gospel, I may 
make the gospel of Christ without 
charge, that I abnse not my power in 
the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all 
men, yet have I made myself servant 
unto all, that I might gain the more. 

20 And unto the Jews I hecamc as 
a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; 
to them that are under the law, as 
under the law, that I might gain them 
that are under the law : 

21 To them that are without law. 
as without law, (being not without 
law to God, but under the law to 
Christ,) that I might gain them that 
are without law. 

22 To the weak became I as weak, 
that I might gain the weak ; I am 
made all things to all men, that I 
might by all means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel’s 
sake, that I might he partaker there¬ 
of with you. 

24 Know ye not that they which 
mn in a race all run, but only one 
receiveth the prise? So run, that ye 
may obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate in all 
things. Now they do it to obtain a 
corruptible crown; but we an incor¬ 
ruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, not as uncer¬ 
tainly; so fight I, not as one that 
be&teth the air; 

27 Bnt I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection ; lest tbat by 
any means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a oast- 

away. 

CHAPTER I. 

The cloud, the tea, the manna and the spi¬ 
ritual Rode — IrraeTt punishment our 
loomings. 

OREOVER, brethren, I would 
not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under 
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the oloud, and all passed through the 
eca ; 

2 Aud were all baptized uuto Mo¬ 
ses in the cloud and in the sea ; 

3 And did oil eat the sumo spiritual 
meat; 

4 And did all drink tbo same spiri¬ 
tual drink; for they drank of that 
spiritual Rock that followed them; 
and that Rock was Christ. 

5 But with many of them God was 
not well pleased; for they were over¬ 
thrown in tho wilderness. 

0 Now these things were our exam¬ 
ples, to the intent we should not lust 
after evil things, as they also lustod. 

7 Neither bo ye idolaters, as were 
some of them; as it is written, The 
people sat down to eat and drink, 
and rose up to play. 

8 Neithor let us oommit fornication, 
as some of them committed, and fell 
in one day three and twenty thou¬ 
sand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as' 
some of them also tempted, and wore 
destroyed of serpents. 

10 Neithor murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured, and wore de¬ 
stroyed of the destroyer. 

11 Now, all these things happened 
unto them for unsamples; and they 
are writton for our admonition also, 
and for an admonition for those upon 
whom the end of the world shall come. 

12 Wherefore let him that thinketh 
bo standeth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken 
you but suoh as is oommon to man; 
but God is faithful, who will not suf¬ 
fer you to be tempted above that ye 
are able; but will with tho tempta¬ 
tion also make a way to osoape, that 
ye may be able to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, 
Qee from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to wise men; judge 
ye what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing whioh we 
bless, is it not tho oommunion of the 
blood of Christ? The bread which 
we break, is it not the oommunion 
of the body of Christ? 

17 For we being many are one 
bread, and one body; for we are all 
partakers of that one bread. 

18 Behold Israel after the flesh; 
aro Dot llioy whioh oat of the saori- 
fl<ies partakers of the altar? 
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19 What say I then ? that the idol 
is anything, or that whioh is offered 
in sacrifice to idols is anything ? 

20 BuL I say, that the things whioh 
tho Gentiles sacrifice, they sacrifice 
to devils, and not to God; and 1 
would not that ye should have fel¬ 
lowship with devils. 

21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils ; ye can¬ 
not bo partakers of the Lord's table, 
And of the table of devils. 

22 Do we provoko tho Lord to jea¬ 
lousy ? are wo stronger than he ? 

23 All things are not lawful for me, 
for all things are not expedient; all 
things are not lawful, for all things 
edify not. 

24 Let no man seek therefore his 
own, but every man another's good. 

25 Whatsoever is sold in the sham¬ 
bles, that eat, asking no question for 
con science' sake; 

26 For the earth is the Lord's, ancT 
the fulness thereof. 

-27 If any of them that bolieve not 
bid you to a feast, and ye bo disposed 
to eat; whatsoever is set before you, 
eat, asking no question for conscience’ 
sake. 

28 But if any man Bay unto you, 
This is offered in saorifioe unto idols, 
eat not for his sake that showed it, 
and for conscionoe' sake; for the earth 
is the Lord’s, and the fulness thereof; 

29 Conscience, I say, not thine 
own, but of the other; for why is my 
liberty judged of another mau’s oon- 
scienoe ? 

30 For if I by graoe be a partaker, 
why am I evil spoken of for that for 
which I give thanks ? 

31 Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or wh&tsoover ye do, do all to 
the glory of God. 

32 Give none offence, neither to the 
Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 
ohureh of God; 

33 Even as I please all men in all 
things, not seeking mine own profit, 
but of the many, that they may be 
saved. 

CHAPTER XI. 

The woman subject to man; man subject to 

Christ; Christ tutyed to God — The tacra- 

ment treated of. 

E ye followers of me, even as 1 
also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that 
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ye remember me in all things, and 
keep the ordinances, as I delivered 
them to you. 

3 But I would have you know, that 
the head of every man is ChriBt; and 
the head of the woman is the man; 
and the head of Christ is Qod. 

4 Every man praying or prophesy¬ 
ing, having his head covered, dia- 
lonoureth his head. 

5 But every woman that pr&yeth or 
prophesicth with her head uncovered 
dishonoured her head; for that is 
even all one as if she wero shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, 
let her also be shorn ; but if it be a 
shame for a woman to be shorn or 
shaven, let her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to 
cover his head, forasmuch as he is the 
image and glory of God; but the 
woman is the glory of tho man. 

8 For the man is not of the woman ; 
but the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for 
the woman; but the woman for the man. 

10 For this causo ought the woman 
to have a covering on her head because 
of the angels. 

11 Nevertheless neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the 
woman without the man, in the Lord. 

12 For as the woman is of the man, 
even so is the man also by the woman ; 
but all thingB of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves : is it comely 
that a woman pray unto God unco¬ 
vered ? 

14 Doth not even nature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long hair, it 
is a shame unto him ? 

15 But if & woman have long hair, 
it iB a glory to her; for her hair is 
given her for a oovering. 

16 But if any man seem to be aon- 
tentioas, we have no such oustora, 
neither the churohes of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare unto 
yon I praise you not, that ye oome 
together not for the better, but for 
the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye oome 
together in the ohurch, I hear that 
there be divisions among you ; and I 
partly believe it. 

19 For there must be also divisions 
among you, that they whioh are 
approved may be made manifest 
among you. 


20 When ye come together unto one 
place, is it not to eat the Lord's supper ? 

21 But in eating every oDe taketb 
before other his own supper; and one 
is hungry, and another is drunken. 

22 What! have ye not houses to eat 
and to drink in ? or despise ye the 
church of God, and shame them that 
have not ? What shall I say to you ? 
shall I praise you in this ? I praise 
you not. 

23 For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto you, 
That the Lord Jesus, the same nigbl 
in which he was betrayed, took bread; 

24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake it, and said, Take, cat; this 
is my body, which is broken for you; 
this do in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he 
took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new testament 
in my blood; tnis do ye, as oft as ye 
drink it, in remembrance of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this oup, ye do show the 
Lord’s death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat 
this bread, and drink tbis cup of the 
Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of the 
body and blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh con¬ 
demnation to himself, not discerning 
the Lord’s body. 

30 For this oause many are weak 
and sickly among you, and mAny sleep. 

31 For if we would jndge ourselves, 
we should not be judged. 

32 But when wo are judged, we are 
chastened of tho Lord, that we should 
not be condemned with the world. 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye oome together to eat, tarry one for 
another. 

34 And if any man hunger, let him 
eat at home; that ye oome not to¬ 
gether unto oondemnation. And the 
rest will I set in order when I oome, 

CHAPTER XII. 

Spiritual pifls—Their otocst—The uruty o/ 
the body qf Christ, and the officers qf the 
church. 

OW concerning spiritual things, 
brethren, I would not have yon 
ignorant. 
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2 Yo know that ye were Gentiles, 
carried away unto these dumb idols, 
even ns ye were led. 

3 Wherefore I give you to under¬ 
stand, that no man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed; 
and that no man can say that Josus 
is the Lord, but by the Holy Ghost. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but the same Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of admi¬ 
nistrations, hut Ibo same Lord. 

0 AdJ there are diversities of ope¬ 
rations, but it is the samo God whiok 
worketh all in all. 

7 But the manifestation of the Spirit 
is given to every man to profit withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit 
the word of wisdom; to another the 
word of knowledge by the same Spirit; 

0 To anothor faith by the same 
Spirit; to anothor the gifts of healing 
by the samo Spirit; 

10 To anothor the working of mi¬ 
racles; to another prophecy; to another 
discerning of spin ts; to anolhor 
divors kinds of tongues; to another 
the interpretation of tongues ; 

11 But all these worketh that one 
and the self-same Spirit, dividing to 
every man severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the members 
of that one body, being many, are one 
body ; so also is Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all bap¬ 
tized into one body, whether we be 
Jows or G on tiles, whether we be bond 
or froe; and have been all made to 
drink into one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, 
buL many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Booauso I 
am not the hand, I am not of the 
hody ; is it therefore not of the body ? 

10 And if the ear shall say, Booauso 
I am not the eye, I am not of the 
body ; iB il therefore not of tho body ? 

17 If the whole body woro an eyo, 
whoro were the hearing ? If tho whole 
were hearing, where were the smell¬ 
ing? 

18 But now bath God sot the mem¬ 
bers overy one of them in the body, 
as il hath pleased him. 

10 And if they woro all one member, 
where were tho body ? 

20 But now are thoy many members, 
yet but one body. 
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21 And the eyo cannot Bay unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee ; nor 
again the head to the feet, I have no 
need of you. 

22 Nay, much more those members 
of the body, which seem to be more 
feeble, are Dccessary ; 

23 And those membors of the body, 
which wc think to bo less honourahlo, 
upon these we bestow more abundant 
honour ; and our uncomely parts have 
more abundant oomelincss. 

24 For our comely parts have no 
need; but God bath tempered the 
body together, having given more 
abundant honour to that part which 
lacked; 

25 That there should be no schism 
in tho hody; but that the members 
should have the same care one for 
another. 

20 And whether ono member suffer, 
all the members suffer with it; or one 
member be honoured, all the members 
rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, 
and members in particular. 

28 And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily pro¬ 
phets, thirdly teachers, after that mi¬ 
racles, then gifts of healings, holps, 
governments, diversities of tongucB. 

29 Are all apostles? are all pro¬ 
phets ? are all teachers ? are all work¬ 
ers of miraoles ? 

30 Ilavo all the gifts of healing? 
do all speak with tongues ? do all in¬ 
terpret r 

31 I say unto you, Nay; for I have 
shown unto you a more excellent 
way, therefore covet earnestly the 
best gifts. 

CHAPTER Xni. 

Of faith, hope, perfection, and charity. 
IIGUGH I speak with the Longues 
of men and of angels, and have 
not charity, I am beoome as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand all myste¬ 
ries, and all knowledge; and though 
I have all faith, so that I oould remove 
mountains, and have not oharity, I am 
nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my goods 
to feed the poor, and though I give 
my body to ne burnod, and have not 
oharity, it proflteth me nothing. 

4 Oharity auffereth long, and ia 
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kind; charity envieth not; charity 
vauutcth not itself, ia not puffed up, 

5 Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
aceketh not her own, ia not easily 
provoked, thinketh no evil; 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but ro- 
joioeth in the truth ; 

7 Beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endurcth all 
things. 

8 Charity never faileth; but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; 
whether there be tongues, they shall 
oease; whether thore be knowledge, 
it shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we pro¬ 
phesy in part. 

10 But when that which is perfect 
is come, then that which is in part 
shall he done away. 

11 When I was a child, I spake as 
a ohild, I understood as a child, I 
thought as a ohild; but when I be¬ 
came a man, I put away childish 
things. 

12 For now wc see through a glaBS, 
darkly ; but thou face to face; now I 
know in part; but then shall I know 
even as also I am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, 
oharity, these three; but the greatest 
of these is charity. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

Edification, the object of spiritual gifts — 

Women art forbidden to rule in the 

church. 

OLLOW after charity, and desire 
spiritual gifts, but rather that ye 
may prophesy. 

2 For ho that speaketh in another 
tongue speaketh not unto mon, but 
unto God; for no man understandoth 
him; howbeit in the spirit he speak- 
eth mysteries. 

3 But he that prophesieth speaketh 
unto men to edification, and exhorta¬ 
tion, and comfort. 

4 Ho that spoaketh in another 
tongue edifieth himself; but ho that 
prophesieth edifieth the churoh. 

5 I would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye prophe¬ 
sied; for greater is he that prophe- 
sieth than he that speaketh with 
tongues, exoept ho interpret, that the 
church may receive edifying. 

8 Now, brethren, if I oome unto you 
speaking with tongues, what shall I 
profit you, except I shall speak to 


you either by revelation, or by know¬ 
ledge, or by prophesying, or by 
doctrine ? 

7 And even things without life giv¬ 
ing sound, whether pipe or harp, ex¬ 
oept they give a distinction in the 
sounds, how shall it be known what 
is piped or harped ? 

8 For if the trumpet give an uncer¬ 
tain sound, who shall prepare himself 
to the battle ? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter by 
the tongue words easy to be under¬ 
stood, how shall it be known what ii 
spoken ? foryo shall speak intothe air. 

10 There are, it may be, so many 
kinds of voices In the world, and 
none of them is without signification. 

11 Therefore if I know not the 
meaning of the voice, I shall be unto 
him that speaketh a barbarian, and 
he that speaketh shall be a barbarian 
unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that 
ye may excel to the edifying of the 
ohurch. 

13 Wherefore let him that speaketh 
in another tongue pray that ne may 
interpret. 

14 For if I pray in another tongue, 
my spirit prayeth, but my under¬ 
standing is unfruitful. 

15 What is it then ? I will pray 
with the spirit, and I will pray with 
the understanding also; I will sing 
with the spirit, and I will sing with 
the understanding also. 

16 Else, when thou shalt bless with 
the spirit, how shall ho that occupi- 
eth tne room of the unlearned say 
Amen at thy giving of thanks, see¬ 
ing he nnderstandeth not what thon 
sayest ? 

17 For thon verily giveBt thanks 
well, but the other is not edified. 

18 I thank my Qod, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all; 

19 Yet in the church I had rather 
speak fivo words with my under¬ 
standing, that by my voioe I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in another tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children in un¬ 
derstanding; howboit in malice be ye 
ohildrcn, but in understanding be men. 

21 In the law, it ia writton, With 
men of other tongues and other lips 
will I speak unto this people: and 
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/ef for 0.11 that wit) they not hear me, 
B&ilh the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a 
sign, not to them that believe, but 
to them that bolicve not; but pro- 

hesying eerveth not for them that 
olieve not, but for them which 
believe. 

23 If tberoforo the whole ohuroh 
be Como together into one plooe, and 
all apeak with tonguoe, and there 
oomo in those that are unlearned, or 
unbelievers, will they not say that ye 
are mad 7 

24 But if all prophesy, and there 
oome in one that believeth not, or one 
unlearnod, be is convinced of all, he 
is judged of all ; 

25 And thus are the secrets of bis 
heart made manifest; and so falling 
down on his face he will worship 
God, and report that God is in you 
of a truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren 7 when 
ye oome togother, every one of you 
bath a psalm, hath a dootrine, hath 
a tonguo, hath a revelation, hath an 
interpretation. Let all things be done 
unto edifying. 

27 If any man speak in another 
tongue, lot it be by two, or at the 
most by throe, and thot byoourse; 
and lot one interpret. 

28 But if thore bo no interpreter, 
let him keep silence in tho cnnroh ; 
and let him spoak to himself, and to 
God. 

29 Let the prophotB speak two or 
three, and let the other judge. 

80 If anything bo revealed to an¬ 
other that sittotb by, let the first hold 
hie peace. 

31 For ye may all prophosy one by 
one, that all may learn, and all may 
be oomforted. 

32 And the spirits of the prophets 
are subject to tne prophets. 

33 For God is not the author of 
oonfusiou, but of poaoe, as in all 
churches of the saints. 

34 Let your womon keep sileuoe in 
the ohurohes; for it is not permitted 
unto them to rulo ; but they are com¬ 
manded to be under obedionce, as 
also saith the law. 

35 And if they will learn any thing, 
lot them ask tboir husbands at home; 
for It is a shame for women to rule 
In the ohuroh. 


30 What! came the word of God 
out from you 7 or oame it uuto you 
only 7 

37 If any man think himself to be 
a prophet, or spiritual, let him ao- 
knowiodgo that the things that I write 
unto yon are the commandments of 
the Lord. 

38 But if any man be ignorant, let 
him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid net to speak 
witn tongues. 

40 Let all things be done deoenUy 
and in order. 

CHAPTER XV. 

77u resurrection. 

M OREOVER, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel whioh I 
reachod unto you, whioh also ye 
avo received, and wherein ye 
stand; 

2 By which also ye are saved, if ye 
keep in momory what I preached 
unto you, unless ye have believed in 
vain. 

3 For I dolivorcd unto you firit of 
all that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins accord¬ 
ing to the scriptures; 

4 And that ho was buried, and that 
he rose again the third day acoording 
to tho scriptures; 

5 And that he was soon of Cephas, 
then of the twelve; 

0 After that, he was seen of above 
five hundred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part remain unto 
ibis present, but some are fallen 
asleep, 

7 After that, he was seen of James; 
then of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was Been of me 
also, as of one born out of due timo. 
9 For I am the loast of the apos¬ 
tles, that am not meet to be oallod an 
apostlo, because I perseouted the 
ohuroh of God. 

10 But by the grace of God I am 
what I am; and his graoo whioh was 
bestowed upon me was not in vain; 
for I laboured more abundantly than 
they all; yet not I, but the graoe of 
God whioh was with me. 

11 Therefore whether it were I or 
they, so we preaoh, and so ye be¬ 
lieved. 

12 Now if Christ be preaohed that 
he rose from the dead, now say soma 
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among you that there is no resnrreo- 
tion of the dead? 

13 But if there be no resurrection 
of the dead, then is ChriBt not risen ; 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then 
is our preaching vain, and your faith 
is also vain. 

15 Yea, and we arc found false wit¬ 
nesses of Qod; hecauso we have tes¬ 
tified of God that he raised up Christ; 
whom he raised not up, if so be that 
the dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is 
not Christ raised; 

17 And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
sins. 

18 Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

19 If in this life only we have hope 
In Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable. 

20 But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firBt fruits of 
them that slept. 

21 For sinco by man came death, 
by man came also the resurrection of 
the dead. 

22 For as in Adam all die, even so 
in ChriBt shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in his own order; 
Christ the first fruits; afterward they 
that are Christ’s at his coming. 

24 Afterward oometh the end, when 
he shall have delivered up the king¬ 
dom to God, even the Father; when 
he shall have put down all rule, and 
all authority and power. 

25 For he must reign, till he hath 
put all enemies undor his feet. 

26 The laBt enemy, death, shall be 
destroyed. 

27 For he saith, When it is manifest 
that he hath put all things under his 
feet, and that all things are put under, 
he is excepted of the Father who did 
put all things under him. 

26 And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall the Son 
also himself be subject unto him that 
put all things under him, that God 
may be ail in all. 

29 Else what shall they do which 
are baptized for the dead, if tho dead 
rise not at all 7 Why are they then 
baptized for tho dead ? 

30 And why stand wo in jeopardy 
every hour? 

SI I protest unto you the resurrec¬ 


tion of the dead; and this is my re 
joioing which I have in Christ Jesus 
our Lord daily, though I die. 

32 If after the manner of men 1 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus, 
what advantageth it me, if tne dead 
rise not 7 let us eat and drink ; for 
to-morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived; evil commuu 
nications corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and sin 
not; for some have not tho knowledg; 
of God; I speak this to your shame. 

35 But Borne man will say, Hew arv 
the dead raised up? and with what 
body do they come 7 

36 Thou fool, that which thou sow 
cat is not quickened, except it die; 

37 And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body which shall be. 
but grain, it may be of wheat, or 
some other; 

38 But God giveth it a body as ii 
hath pleased him, and to every seed 
his own body. 

39 All flesh is not the same flesh; 
but there is one kind of flesh of men. 
another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. 

40 Also celestial bodies, and bodies 
terrestrial, and bodies telestial; but 
the glory of the celestial, one ; and 
the terrestrial, another; and the teles 
rial, another. 

41 There is one glory of the sun, 
and another glory of tho moon, and 
another glory of the stars ; for one 
star diflereth from another star in 
glory. 

42 So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption, it is 
raised in incorruption; 

43 It is sown in dishonour, it is 
raised in glory; it is sown in weak¬ 
ness, it is raised in power; 

44 It is Bown a natural body, it ii 
raised a spiritual body. There is a 
natural body, and there is a spiritual 
body. 

45 And so it is written, Tho first 
man Adam was made a living soul; 
the last Adam was m&do a quicken¬ 
ing spirit. 

46 llowbeit, that which is natural 
first, and not that which is spiritual ; 
but afterwards, that which is spiritual. 

47 The first man is of the earth, 
earthy; the seoond man is the Lord 
from heaven. 
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48 Ab 1b the earthy, suoh are they 
also that are earthy; and as ia the 
heavenly, auoh are they alao that are 
heavenly. 

49 And as we have borne the image 
of the earthy, we shall alao bear the 
imago of tho heavenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that 
flesh and blood oannot inherit the 
kingdom of God ; neither doth cor¬ 
ruption inherit incorruption. 

61 Behold, I show you a mystery ; 
We shall not all sleep, but we shall 
all be ohangcd, 

62 In a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the sound of the last 
trump; for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incor¬ 
ruptible, and we shall be changed. 

53 For this corruptible must put on 
inoorruption, and this mortal must 
pat on immortality. 

54 So when this corruptible shall 
have put on inoorruption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immortality, 
then shall be brought to pass the say¬ 
ing that is writton, Death is swal¬ 
lowed up in victory. 

55 0 death, where is thy sting ? 0 
grave, whore is thy victory? 

50 The sting of death is sin; and 
the strength of sin is the law. 

57 But thanks be to God, which 
giveth ub the viotory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

58 Therefore, my bolovod brethren, 
be ye steadfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in tho work of the Lord, 
forasmuch aB yo know that your 
labour is not in vain in the Lord. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Offerings solicited—Com7nmdeth Timothy — 
Friendly admonitions. 

OW concerning the collection 
for tho saints, as I have givon 
order to the churches at Galatia, even 
ao do ye. 

2 Upon the first day of the week 
let evory one of you lay by him in 
store, as Goa hath prospered him, 
that thero bo no gatherings when I 
some. 

3 And when I come, whomsoever 
ye shall approve by your letters, them 
will I send to bring your liberality 
onto Jerusalem. 

4 And if it be meet that I go also, 
they shall go with me. 

6 Now I will oorne unto yoa, whan 
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I shall pass through Macedonia; foi 
I do pass through Macedonia. 

6 And it may be that I will abide, 
yoa, and winter with you, that ye 
may bring me on my journey whither¬ 
soever I go. 

7 For I will not see you now by the 
way; but I trust to tarry a while 
with you, if the Lord permit. 

8 But I will tarry at Ephesus until 
Penteoost. 

9 For a great door and effectual is 
opened unto me, but there are many 
adversaries. 

10 Now if Timotheus come, see that 
he may be with you without fear; 
for he worketh the work of the Lord, 
as I also do. 

11 Let no man therefore despise 
him; but conduct him forth in peace, 
that he may oome unto me; for 1 
look for him with the brethren. 

12 As touching our brother Apollos, 
I greatly desired him to oome unto 
you with the brethren; but hie will 
was not at all to come at this time; 
but he will come when he shall have 
convenient time. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, 
quit you like men, be strong. 

14 Let all your things be done with 
charity. 

15 I beseeoh you, brethren, (ye know 
the house of Stephanas, that it is the 
first fruits of Achaia, and that they 
have addicted themselves to the 
ministry of the saints,) 

16 That ye submit yourselves unto 
such, and to every one that hclpeth 
with us, and labouroth. 

17 I am glad of the coming of Ste¬ 
phanas andFortunatus and Achaicus; 
for that which was lacking on your 
part they have supplied. 

18 For they have refreshed my 
spirit and yours; therefore acknow¬ 
ledge yo them that are suoh. 

19 The churches of Asia salute yon. 
AquilA and Prisoilla salute you much 
in the Lord, with the ohuroh that is 
in their house. 

20 All the brethren greet you. Greet 
ye one another with a holy saluta¬ 
tion. 

21 The salutation of me Paul with 
mine own hand. 

22 If any man love not the Lord 
Jesus Christ, let him be Anathema, 
Mar an atha. 
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Tho grace of oar Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you. 

24 My love he with you all in 
Christ Jesus. Amen.

THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

CORINTHIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Th* apostle tncmiragtlh them against Iron 

bita — His sincere manner of preaching the 

gospel — The earnest of the Spirit.. 

AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, aud Timothy 
our brother, unto the church of God 
which is at Corinth, with all the 
saints which are in all Achaia; 

2 Graoe be to yon, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jopub Christ. 

3 Blessed be God, even the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father 
of mercies, and the God of all oom« 
fort; 

i Who oomforteth us in all our 
tribulation, that we may he ahle to 
comfort them which are in any 
trouhle, by the comfort wherewith 
we ourselves are comforted of God. 

5 For as the sofferings of Christ 
abound in os, so our consolation 
also ahoundeth by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflicted, it is 
for your consolation and salvation, 
which iB effectual in the enduring of 
the same sufferings which we also 
snffer; or whether we be comforted, 
it is for your consolation and salva¬ 
tion. 

7 And onr hope of you is steadfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers of 
the sufferings, so shall ye be also of 
! he consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignoraot of our trouble which 
came to ns in Asia, that we were 
pressed out of moasure, above 
strength, insomuch that we despaired 
even of life; 

0 But wo had tho sentence of death 
in ourselves, that we should not trust 
in onrselvcs, but in God whioh raiseth 
the dead; 

10 Who delivered us from so great 
a death, and doth deliver; in whom 
we trust that ho will yet deliver us ; 


11 Ye also helping together by 
prayer for us, that for the gift be¬ 
stowed upon qs by the means of 
many persons thanks may he given 
by many on our behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the ten 
timony of our conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity, noi 
with fleshly wisdom, hut by the grace 
of God, we have had our conversa¬ 
tion in the world, and more abun¬ 
dantly to you-ward. 

13 For we write none other thingi 
oflto you, than what ye read or ac¬ 
knowledge; and I trust ye shall ac 
knowledge even to the end ; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged 
os in part, that we are your rejoicing, 
even as ye also are ours in the day 
of the Lord Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I wm 
minded to como unto you before, that 
ye might have a second benefit; 

16 And to pass by you into Mace¬ 
donia, and to come again out of Mace¬ 
donia unto you, and of you to bo 
brought on my way toward Juden. 

17 When I therefore was thus min'1 
ed, did I use lightness? or the thing* 
that I purpose, do I purpose accord 
ing to the flesh, that with me then' 
shall be yea, yea, and nay, nay ? 

18 But as God is true, our word to 
ward yon was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jcsue 
Christ, who was preached among 
you by us, even by me and Silvanua 
and Timotheus, was not yea and 
nay, but in him was yea. 

20 For all the promises of God in 
him are yea, and in him Amen, nntn 
the glory of God by us. 

21 Now he whioh stablisheth ua 
with you in Christ, and hath anoint¬ 
ed ns, is God ; 

22 Who hath also sealed us, and 
given the earnest of tho Spirit in 
our heart*. 
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23 Moreover I oall God for a record 
upon my bouI, that to Bpare yon I 
came not as yet onto Corinth. 

24 Not for that we have dominion 
over your faith, but are helpers of 
yonr joy; for by faith ye Btand. 

CHAPTER n. 

Of forgiveness—The minister the savour <rf 
Cftnst, 

UT I determined this with my¬ 
self, that I would uot come 
again to you in heaviness. 

2 For if I make you sorry, who is 
he then that makoth me glad, but 
the name which is made eorry by 
me ? 

3 And I wrote this same unto you, 
leet, when I oame, I should have sor¬ 
row from them of whom I ought to 
rejoice; having confidence in you all, 
that my joy is the joy of you all. 

4 For out of much affliction and 
anguish of heart I wroto unto you 
with many tears; not that ye should 
be grieved, but that ye might know 
the love which I havo more abun¬ 
dantly unto yon. 

5 But if any have caused griof, he 
hath not grieved me, but in part; 
that I may not overcharge you all. 

6 Sufficient to such a man is this 
punishment, whioh was inflicted of 
many. 

7 So that contrariwise ye ought ra¬ 
ther to forgivo him, and comfort him, 
lest perhaps such a ono should be 
swallowed up with overmuch Borrow. 

8 Wherefore I beseech you that 
ye would confirm your lovo toward 
him. 

9 For to this end also did I write, 
that I might know the proof of you, 
whother ye bo obediont in all things. 

10 To whom ye forgive anything, 
I forgive aho; for if I forgave any¬ 
thing, to whom I forgave it, for your 
•akea forgive I it in the person of 
Christ; 

11 Lest Satan should get an ad¬ 
vantage of us; for we are not igno¬ 
rant of hu devices. 

12 Furthermore, when I oame to 
Troas to preach Christ's gospel, and 
a door was opened unto me of the 
Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, be- 
oauBo I found not Titus my brother; 
but taking my leave of them, I went 
from thenoe into Macedonia. 
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14 Now thanks be unto God, which 
always canseth ns to triumph in 
Christ, and makest manifest the 
savour of his knowledge by us hi 
every place. 

15 For we are unto God a sweet 
savour of Christ, in them that are 
saved, and in them that perish; 

10 To the one we are the savour 
of death unto death; and to the 
other the savour of life unto tifo. 
And who is suffioient for those 
things 7 

17 For we are not as many, whioh 
corrupt the word of God; but as of 
sincerity, but as of God, in the sight 
of God speak we in Christ. 

CHAPTER III. 

Office vxrrk <f the Spirit — The Spirit, 

liberty. 

0 we begin again to oommend 
ourselves ? or need we, as some 
others, epistles of commendation to 
you, or letters of commendation from 
you ? 

2 Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men; 

3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly 
declared to be the epistle of Christ 
ministered by qb, written not with 
ink, hut with the Spirit of the living 
God; not in tables of stone, but in 
fleshly tables of the heart. 

4 And suoh trust have we through 
Christ toward God. 

5 Not that we are sufficient of 
ourselves to think anything as of 
oursolvos; but our sufficiency is of 
God; 

0 Who also hath made us able mi¬ 
nisters of the new testament; not of 
Iho letter, but of the Spirit; for the 
letter killeth, but the Spirit givetb 
life. 

7 But if tho ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stoneB, was 
glorious, so that the ohildren of Israel 
oould not stoadf&Btly behold the face 
of Moses for the glory of his oounte- 
nanoe; whioh glory was to be done 
away ; 

8 How shall not the ministration 
of the Spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of con¬ 
demnation be glory, muoh more doth 
the ministration of righteousness ex- 
oeed in glory. 

10 For even that whioh was made 
glorious had no glory in this respect. 
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by reason of the glcry that exoelleth. 

11 For if that whioh is done away 
was glorious, much more that whioh 
remaineth is glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have suoh 
hope, we use great plainness of 
speech; 

13 And not as Moses, which put a 
roil over his face, that the children 
of Israel could not steadfastly look to. 
the end of that which is aboliehed; 

14 But their minds were blinded; 
for until thiB day remaineth the same 
roil untaken away in the reading of 
the old testament; which veil is done 
away in Christ. 

15 But even unto this day, when 
Mosos is read, the veil is upon their 
heart. 

16 Nevertheless, when their heart 
shall turn to the Lord, the veil shall 
be taken away. 

17 Now the Lord is that Spirit; and 
where the Spirit of the Lord is, there 
is liberty. 

18 But we all, with open face be¬ 
holding as in a glass the glory of the 
Lord, are changed into the same 
image from glory to glory, even as 
by the Spirit of the Lord. 

CHAPTER IV. 

PtuiTt manner of preaching the gospel—Hit 
faith fulnett in tribulation. 

HEREFQRE, seeing we have this 
ministry, as we have received 
mercy, we faint not; 

2 But have renounced the hidden 
things of dishonesty, not walking in 
craftiness, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully; but, by manifesta¬ 
tion of the truth, commending our¬ 
selves to every man's oonsoience in 
the sight of God. 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost; 

4 In whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them whioh 
believe not, lest the light of the glo¬ 
rious gospel of Christ, who is the 
image of God, should shine unto 
them. 

5 For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus' sake. 

6 For God, who oommanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath 
shined in our hearts, to give the light 
of the knowledge of the glory of 
God in the face of Josus Christ. 


7 But we have this treasure in 
earthen vessels, that the excellenoy 
of the power may be of God, and not 
of us. 

8 We are troubled on every side, 
yet not distressed; we are perplexed, 
but not in despair; 

9 Persecuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed ; 

10 Always bearing about in the 
body the dying of the Lord Jeans, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our body. 

11 For we whioh live are tin ay 
delivered onto death for Jesus’ sake, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our mortal flesh. 

12 So then it worketh death unto us, 
but life unto yon. 

13 We having the same spirit of 
faith, acoording as it is written, I be¬ 
lieved, and therefore have I spoken ; 
we also believe, and therefore speak ; 

14 Knowing that he which raised up 
the Lord Jesus shall raise up ns also 
by Jesus, and shall present us with 
you. 

15 For we bear all things for your 
sakes, that the abundant grace might, 
through the thanksgiving of many, 
redound to the glory of God. 

16 For which cause we faint not; 
but though our outward man perish, 
yet the inward man is renewed day by 
day. 

17 For our light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory ; 

18 While we look not at the things 
whioh are seen, but at the things 
which are not seen; for the things 
whioh are seen are temporal; but the 
things which are not seen are eternal 

CHAPTER V. 

ftaiTi hope in the, resurrection—The judg¬ 
ment-teat. of Christ—The nna creature. 
OR we know that, if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were dis¬ 
solved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal 
in the heavens. 

2 For in this we groan, earnestly 
desiring to be olothed upon with our 
house whioh is from heaven ; 

3 If so be that being olothed we 
shall not be found naked. 

4 For we that are in this tabernacle 
do groan, being burdened; not for 
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that we would he unolothed, bntolothed 
upon, that mortality might he swal¬ 
lowed up of life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought ufl for 
the solf-same thing is God, who also 
hath given unto us the earnest of the 
Spirit. 

fl Therefore we are always oonfident, 
knowing that, whilst we are at home 
in the body, we are absent from the 
Lord; 

7 (For we walk by faith, not by 
light;) 

8 We are confident, I say, and will¬ 
ing rather to be absent from tbe body, 
and to be present with the Lord. 

0 Wherefore we labour, that, whether 
present or absent, we may be accepted 
of him. 

10 For we must all appear before 
tho judgment-seatof Christ, that every 
one may receive a reward of the deeds 
done in the body; things according 
to what he hath done, whether good 
or bad. 

11 Knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord, we persuade men; but we 
are made manifost unto God ; and I 
trust also are made manifest in yonr 
consciences. 

12 For we commend not oursolves 
again unto you, but give you occasion 
to glory on our behalf, that ye may 
have somewhat to answer them which 
glory in Appearance, and notin heart. 

13 For we bear record that we are 
not beside ourselves; for whether we 
glory, it is to God ; or whethor we ho 
sober, it is for your sakes. 

14 For tbe love of Christ constrain- 
elh us; because we thus judge, that 
if one died for all, then are all dead ; 

15 And that he diod for all, that 
they whioh live should not henceforth 
live unto tbomsolves, but unto him 
which diod for them, and rose again. 

16 Wliereforo, henoeforth live we no 
more After tho flesh ; yea, though wo 
onoe livod after the flesh, yet sinoe 
we have known Christ, now benoe- 
forth live we no more after the flesh. 

17 Therefore if any man live in 
Christ, he is a new creature; old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things Are become new, 

1R And received) all the things of 
God, who hath reconciled ns to him¬ 
self by Jesus Christ, and hath given 
to ns tho ministry of reconciliation ; 


19 To wit, that God is in Christ, 
reconciling the world onto himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto 
them; and hath committed unto us 
the word of reconciliation. 

20 Now tften we are amhassaaors 
for Christ, as though God did heBeecb 
you by us; we pray you in Christ's 
stead, be ye reoonoiled to God. 

21 For he hath made him lo be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness of 
God in him. 

CHAPTER VI. 

PauTa manner of life and preaching. 

E then, as workers together with 
Christ, boseoch yon also that 
ye receive not the grace of God in 
vaiD. 

2 (For he saith, I have heard thee 
in a lime accepted, and in the day of 
Balvation have I euocourod thee; be¬ 
hold, now iB the day of salvation.) 

3 Giving no offence in any thing, 
that the ministry be not blamed; 

4 But in all things approving our¬ 
selves as tho ministers of God, in 
much patience, in afflictions, in ne¬ 
cessities, in distresses, 

5 In stripes, in imprisonments, in 
tumults, in labours, in watohings, in 
fastings; 

6 By pureness, by knowledge, by 
long suffering, by kindness, by the 
Holy Ghost, by love unfeigned, 

7 By the word of truth, by the power 
of God, by the armour of righteous¬ 
ness on the right hand and on the 
left, 

8 By honour and dishonour, by evil 
report and good report; as doceivers, 
and yet true; 

9 As unknown, and yet well known; 
as dying, and, behold, we live; as 
obastened, and Dot killed; 

10 As sorrowful, yet always rejoic¬ 
ing ; as poor, yet making many rich; 
as having nothing, and yet possessing 
all things. 

11 0 yo Corinthians, our month is 
open unto you, our heart is enlarged. 

12 Te are not straitened in us, hut 
ye are straitened in your own bowels. 

13 Now for a recompense in the 
samo, (I speak as unto my children,) 
be ye also enlarged. 

14 Be ye not unequally yoked to¬ 
gether with unbelievers; for what 

I fellowship hath righteousness with 
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unrighteousness ? and what com¬ 
munion hath light with darkness ? 

15 And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial ? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel? 

Id And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols ? for ye are 
the temple of the living God ; as God 
bath said, I will dwell in them, and 
walk in them; and I will be their 
God, and they shall be my people. 

17 Wherefore oome out from among 
them, and be ye tho separate, saith 
the Lord, and touch not the nnclean 
thing; and I will receive you, 

18 And will be a Father unto you, 
and ye shall be my sons and daughters, 
saith the Lord Almighty. 

CHAPTER VII. 

Purity of fiah and spirit esyoined—Of godly 
tarrow. 

H AVING therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us oleanse 
jurselvos from all fllthinesB of the 
flesh and spirit, perfecting holiness 
in the fear of God. 

2 Rocoive us; we have wronged 
no man, we have corrupted no man, 
we have defrauded no man. 

3 I speak not this to condemn you ; 
for I have said before, that ye are in 
our hearts to die and live with you. 

4 Great is my boldness of speech 
toward you, great is my glorying of 
you; I am filled with comfort, I am 
exceeding joyful in all our tribula¬ 
tion. 

6 For when we were como into 
Macedonia, our flesh had no rest, but 
we were troubled ou every side ; with¬ 
out were fightings, within were fears. 
6 Nevertheless God, that comforteth 
those that are cast down, comforted 
us by the coming of Titus ; 

7 And not by his ooming only, but 
by the consolation wherewith he was 
comforted in yon, when he told us 
your earnest desire, your mourning, 
your fervent mind toward me; so 
that I rejoiced the more. 

8 For though I mado you sorry 
with a letter, I do not repent, though 
I did repout; for I peroeive that the 
same epistle hath made you sorry, 
though it were but for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed to 
repentance; for ye were made sorry 
after a godly manner, that ye might 


receive damage by us in nothing 

10 For godly sorrow worketh re 
pentance to B&lvation not to be repent¬ 
ed of; hut the sorrow of the world 
worketh death. 

11 For hehold this solf-same thing 
that ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in yon 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, yea, 
what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, 
yea, what revenge ! In all things ye 
have approved yourselves to be clear 
in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, I did it not for his canse that 
had dono the wrong, nor for his cause 
that suffered wrong, but that our care 
for you in the sight of God mighl 
appear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted in 
your comfort; yea, and exceedingly 
the more joyed we for the joy of Titus, 
because his spirit was refreshed by 
you all. 

14 For if I have boasted anything 
to him of you, I am not ashamed . 
but as we spake all things to you in 
truth, even so our boasting, which I 
made before Titus, is found a truth. 

15 And his inward affection is more 
abnndant toward you, whilst he rc 
membereth the obedience of you all. 
how with fear and trembling ye re¬ 
ceived him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that I have 
confidence in yon in all things. 

CHAPTER Tin. 

Liberality enjoined. 
OREOVER, brethren, we would 
have you to know of the grace 
of God bestowed on the churches of 
Macedonia; 

2 How that in a great trial cf afflic¬ 
tion, the abundance of their jcy eeJ 
their deep poverty abonnded unto the 
riches of their liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear record, 
yea, and beyond their power they 
were willing of themselves ; 

4 Praying os with much entreaty 
that we would receive the gift, and 
take upon us the fellowship of the 
ministering to the saints. 

5 And this they did, not as we re¬ 
quired, but first gave their own selves 
to the Lord, and unto us by the will 
of God. 

6 Insomuoh that we desired Titua 
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that as he had begun, bo he would 
also finish in you the some grace also. 

7 Therefore, a? yo abound in evory 
thing, in faith, and utterance, and 
knowledge, and in all diligence, and 
in your love to us, boo that yo abound 
in this grace also. 

8 I speak not by oommandment, 
but by ooeasiou of the forwardness of 
others, and to prove the sincerity of 
your lovo. 

9 For ye know tho grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that, (hough he 
was rich, yet for your sakes he be¬ 
came poor, thatyo through his pover¬ 
ty might be rich. 

10 And horoin I give my advice; 
for this is expedient for you, who have 
begun before, not only to do, but also 
to be forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform tho doing 
of it; that as there was a roadinoss to 
will, so thore may be a performance 
also out of that which ye havo. 

12 For if there be first a willing 
mind, it is aooepted according to that 
a man hath, and not according to 
thut he hath not. 

13 For I mean not that other men 
bo eased, and ye burdoned ; 

14 But by an oquality, thaL now at 
this time your abundance may be a 
supply for their want, that their 
abundance also may be a supply for 
your want; that there may bo 
equality ; 

15 As it is written, He that had 
gathered much had nothing over; 
and he that had gathered little had 
no laok. 

16 But thanks be to God, which put 
the same earnest oare into the heart 
of Titus for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the ex- 
bortation ; but being more forward, 
of his own accord he went unto you. 

18 And we have sent with him the 
brother, whose praise is in the gospel 
throughout all the churohos; 

10 And not that only, but who was 
also ohoson of the churches to travel 
with ns with this grace, whioh is ad¬ 
ministered by us to the glory of the 
same Lord, and doolaration of your 
ready mind; 

20 Avoiding this, that no man 
should blame ub in this abnndanoe 
whioh is administered by us; 

21 Providing for honest things, not 
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only in the sight of tho Lord, but 
also in the sight of men. 

22 And wo have sent with them 
our brother, whom wo have proved 
diligont in many things, but now 
muoh more diligent. 

23 Therefore we send him unto you, 
in consequence of the great confidence 
whioh we have in you, that you will 
reooive the things concerning you, to 
the glory of Christ; whotherwe send 
by the hand of Titus, my partner 
and fellow-labourer, or our brethren, 
the messengers of the churches. 

24 Wherefore show yo to them, and 
beforo the churches, the proof of 
your lovo, and of our boasting on 
your behalf. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Rtasoru for liberality. 

OR as touching the ministering 
to the saints, it is superfluous for 
mo to write to you; 

2 For I know the forwardness of 
your mind, for which I boast of you 
to them of Macedonia, that Achaia 
was ready a year ago ; and your real 
hath provokod very many. 

3 Yet have I sent tho brethren, lest 
our boasting of you should be in vain 
in this behalf; that, as I said, ye may 
be ready; 

4 Lest haply if they of Macedonia 
come with me, and find you unpre- 

ared, we (that we say not, yo) should 

o ashamed in this samo confident 
boasting. 

5 Thereforo I thought it neoessary 
to exhort the brethren, that they 
would go before unto you, and make 
up boforohand your bounty, whereof 
yo had notice before, that the same 
might be ready, as a matter of boun¬ 
ty, and not as of covetousness. 

6 But this I say, Ho which sowoth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly ; 
and he whioh soweth bountifully shall 
reap also bountifully. 

7 Every man aooording as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so let him give; 
not grudgingly, or of necessity; for 
God loveth a oheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all 
grace abound toward yon ; that ye, 
always having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good 
work; 

9 (As it is written, He hath dis- 
porsod abroad; he hath given to the 
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poor; his righteousness remaineth 
for ever. 

10 Now ho that ministcreth seed 
to the sower both minister bread for 
your food, and multiply your seed 
sown, and increase the fruits of your 
righteousness;) 

11 Being enriched in everything 
to all bountifulness, which oauseth 
through us thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of this 
service not only supplieth the want 
of the saintB, but is abundant also 
hy many thanksgivings unto God; 

13 While by the experiment of 
this ministration they glorify God 
for your professed subjection unto 
the gospel of Christ, and for your 
liberal distribution unto them, and 
unto all men; 

14 And hy their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the exceed¬ 
ing grace of God in you. 

15 Thanks be unto God for his un¬ 
speakable gift. 

CHAPTER X. 

jftmTs commendation as a minister. 

N OW I Paul myself beseech you 
by the meekness and gentleness 
of Christ, who in presence am base 
among you, but being absent am bold 
toward you ; 

2 But I beseech you, that I may 
not he bold when I am present with 
that confidence, wherewith I think 
to he bold against some, which think 
of ub as if we walked according to 
the flesh. 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh; 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, bat mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong¬ 
holds ;) 

5 Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ; 

6 And having in a readiness to 
revenge all disobedience, when your 
obedienoe ia fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the 
ontward appearance? If any man 
trust to himself that he is Christ's, 
let him of himself think this again, 
that, as he is Christ's, even so are we 
Christ's. 

8 For though I should boast some¬ 


what more of our authority, wnich 
the Lord hath given us for edifica¬ 
tion, and not for your destruction, I 
should not be ashamed ; 

9 That I may not scctn as if 1 
would terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful; but his bodi¬ 
ly presence is weak, and his speech 
contemptible. 

11 Let such a one think this, that, 
such as we are in word by letters 
when we are absent, such will we 
also in deed when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves 
of the number, or compare ourselves 
with some that commend themselves; 
but they, measuring themselves by 
themselves, and comparing them¬ 
selves among themselves, are not 
wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, but according 
to -the measure of the rule which 
God hath distributed to us, a mea¬ 
sure to reach even unto yon. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves be¬ 
yond our measure, as though we 
reached not unto you; for we are 
come as far as to you also iu preach¬ 
ing the gospel of Christ; 

15 Not boasting of things without 
our measure, that is, of other men’s 
labours; but having hope, when 
your faith is increased, that we shall 
be enlarged by you according to our 
rule abundantly, 

16 To preach the gospel in the re¬ 
gions beyond you, and not to boast 
in another man's line of things made 
ready to our hand. 

17 But he that gloriefh, let him 
glory in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth 
himself is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Superiority of Paul's ministry—Satan trasu- 
formed—PauTs sufferings. 

W OULD to God ye could hear 
with me a little in my folly; 
and indeed bear with me. 

2 For I am jealous over you with 
godly jealousy; for I have espoused 
you to one husband, that I may pre¬ 
sent you as a chaste virgin to Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, 
as the serpent heguiled Eve through 
hie subtilty, so your minds should 
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he corrupted from the simplicity that 
is in Christ. 

4 For if he that eorncth preaoheth 
another Jesus, whom we nave not 
preached, or if ye receive another 
sp irit, which ye have not received, 
or another gospel, which ye have not 
accepted, ye might well bear with me. 

6 For I supposo I was not a whit 
behind tho very ohiefest apostles. 

0 But though I be rude in speech, 
yet not in knowledge; but wo have 
been thoroughly rondo manifest 
among you in nil things. 

7 Have I committed an offence in 
abasing myself that ye might be ex¬ 
alted, because I have preached to 
you the gospel of God freely? 

8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you sorvice. 

9 And when T was present with 
you, and wanted, I was ohargcable 
to no man ; for that which was lack¬ 
ing to mo the brethren which came 
from Macedonia supplied; and in all 
things I havo kept myself from being 
burdensome auto you, and so will I 
keep myself. 

10 Ah tho truth of Christ is in mo, 
no man shall stop mo of this boast¬ 
ing in the regions of Aohaia. 

11 Wherefore? beoauso I love yon 
not? God knowetb. 

12 But whnt I do, that I will do, 
that T may out off occasion from them 
which desiro occasion ; that wherein 
thoy glory, they may ho found even as 
we. 

13 For such are false apostles, de¬ 
ceitful workers, transforming them- 
Bolves into tho apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel; for Satan him¬ 
self is transformed into an angel of 
light. 

16 Therefore it is no great thing if 
bis minifltors also be transformed as 
the ministers of righteousness; whose 
end shall be according to their works. 

10 I say again. Let no man think 
me a fool; if otherwise, yet as a fool 
reooive mo, that I may boast myself 
a little. 

17 That which I speak, I speak it not 
after the Lord, but as it were fool¬ 
ishly, in this oonfidenoe of boasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory after the 
flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For yo suffer fools gladly, seeing 
ye yoursolvoB are wise. 
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20 For ye suffer, if a man bring 
you into bondage, if a man devour 
you, if a man take of you, if a man 
exalt himself, if a man smite you on 
the face. 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, 
as though we had been weak. How- 
heit, whereinsoever any is bold, (1 
speak foolishly,) I am bold also. 

22 Are they Hebrews? so am I. 
Aro they Israelites ? so am I. Are 
they the seed of Abraham ? so am I. 

23 Are they ministers of Christ? 
(I speak as a fool,) so am I; in 
labours more abundant, in stripes 
above measure, in prisons more fre¬ 
quent, in deaths oft. 

24 Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. 

26 Thrice was I beaten with rods, 
once was I stoned, thrice I suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day I have 
been in the deep ; 

26 In journeyings often, in perils 
of waters, in porils of robbers, in 
perils by mine own countrymen, in 
perils by the heathen, in perils in 
the city, in perils in the wilderness, 
in porils in the sea, in perils among 
false brethren; 

27 In weariness and painfulncss, in 
watohings often, in hunger and thirst, 
in fastings often, in cold and naked¬ 
ness. 

28 Beside those things that are 
without, that which cometb upon me 
daily, tho oare of all Lho churches. 

29 W r ho is weak, and I am not 
weak ? who is offended, and I anger 
not ? 

30 If I mast needs glory, I will 
glory of the things which concern 
mine infirmities. 

31 The God and Father of onr Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for 
evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 In Damascus the governor under 
Arotas the king kept the city of the 
Damascenes with a garrison, desirous 
to apprehend me; 

33 And through a window in a bas¬ 
ket was I let down bj the u all, and 
escaped his hands. 

CHAPTER XII. 

Of ant caught up into Fhiradise—The rignt 
qf an apottU. 

T is not oxpedient for me doubtless 
to glory. I will oome to visions 
and revelations of the Lord. 
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1 I knew a man In Christ above | 
fourteen years ago, (whether in the 
body, I cannot tell; or whether out 
of (be body, I oannot tell; God know- 
elh;) such a one oought up to the 
third heaven. 

3 And I knew such a man, (whother 
in the body, or out of the body, I can¬ 
not tell; God knoweth ;) 

I How that he was caught up into 
paradise, and heard unspeakable 
words, which it is not lawful for a 
man to ultor. 

. r » Of such a one will I glory; yet of 
myself I will not glory, but in mine 
infirmities. 

d For though I would desire to 
glory, I shall not be a fool; for I will 
say the truth; but now I forbear, lest 
any man should think of me above 
that which he seeth of mo, or that ho 
heareth of me. 

7 And lest I should be exalted above 
measare through the abundanoe of 
the revelations, there was given to 
me a thorn in the flesh, the messen¬ 
ger of Satan to buffet me, lest I should 
be exalted above measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the 
Lord thrioe, that it might depart 
from me. 

9 And he said nnto me, My grace is 
sufficient for thee; for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness. Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory 
in my infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me. 

10 Theroforo I take pleasure in in¬ 
firmities, in reprooohes, in necessi¬ 
ties, in persecutions, in distresses for 
Christ’s Bake; for when I am weak, 
then am I strong. 

II I am become a fool in glorying; 
ye havo compelled me; for I ought 
to have been commended of you ; for 
in nothing am I bohind the very 
ohiefest apostles, though I be no¬ 
thing. 

12 Truly the signs of an apostle 
were wrought among you in all pa- 
tienoe, in signs, and wonders, and 
mighty deeds. 

13 For what is it whorein ye were 
Inferior to other churohes, except it 
be that I myself was not burdensome 
to you? forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am 
ready to come to you; and I will not 
be burdensome to yon; for I seek not 


yours, but you ; for the children ought 
not to lay up for the parents, but the 
parents for the children. 

15 And I will very gladly spend and 
he spent for you; though the more 
abundantly I love you, the less I be 
loved. 

10 But be it so, I did not burden 
you; nevertheless, being crafty, I 
caught you with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you bj 
any of tbera whom I sent unto you? 

18 I desired Titus, und with him I 
sent a brother. Did Titus make a 
gain of you? walked we not in the 
same spirit? walked we not in tb<* 
same steps ? 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse 
ourselves unto you? we speak before 
God in Christ; but we do all thing®, 
dearly beloved, for your edifying. 

20 For I fear, lest, when I come, I 
shall not find you such as I would, 
add that I shall be found unto you 
such as ye would not; lest there be 
debates, envyings, wraths, strife*, 
backbitings, whisperings, swellings, 
tumults ; 

1 21 And lest, when I come again, 
my God will humble me among 
you, and that I shall bewail many 
which have sinned already, and have 
not repented of the uncleanness and 
fornication and lasciviousness which 
they have committed. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

rhul OiTtaterulh offenders — Exhoritth to 
unity and peace. 

IIIS is tho third time I am com¬ 
ing to vou. In the mouth of 
two or three witnesses shall every 
word be established. 

2 I told you before, and foretell you, 
as if I were present, the second lime; 
and heing absent now I write to 
them which heretofore have sinnedt 
and to all other, that, if I corns 
again, I will not spare ; 

3 Sinoe ye sock a proof of Christ 
Bpeaking in mo, whioh to yon-ward 
is not weak, but is mighty in you. 

4 For though he was oruoified 

o 

through weakness, yet he lived by 
the power of God. For we also are 
weak in him, but we shall live with 
him hy the power of God toward 
you. 

5 Examine yonrsolves, whother ye he 
in the faith; prove your own selves. 




CHAPTER XIII. 


Know je not your own solves, how 
that Jesus Christ is in you, exoopt ye 
be reprohntos? 

0 But I trust that ye shall know 
that we aro not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to God that ye do no 
evil; not that wo should appear ap¬ 
proved, but that ye should do that 
which is honest, though we be as re¬ 
probates. 

8 For we can do nothing against 
the truth, hut for the truth. 

9 For we aro glad, whon we are 
weak, and ye are strong; and this 
also wo wish, even your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write those things 
being ahsont, lost being present I 
should use sharpnoaa, according to 
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the power which the Lord hath given 
me to edification, and not to destruc¬ 
tion. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. Be 
perfect, bo of good comfort, be of one 
mind, live in peace; and the God of 
love and pcaco shall be with you. 

12 Groot one another with a holy 
salutation. 

13 All the saints salute you. 

14 The grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the love of God, and the 
communion of the Holy Ghost, be 
with you all. Amen.

was written from Philippi, a city of 
Macedonia, by Titos and Lucas. 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

GALATIANS. 


CIIAPTKIt I. 

The gospel unchartgahle — /hut received it by 
revelation. 

AUL, an apostle, (not of mon, 
noilhor hy man, but by JesuB 
Christ, and God the Fathor, who 
ruisod him from tho dead ;) 

2 And all tho brethren which are 
with mo, unto tho ohurohos of Ga¬ 
latia ; 

3 Grace bo to you, and peace, from 
God tho Father, and from our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 

4 Who gave himsolf for our Bins, 
that ho might dolivor us from this 
present ovil world, according to the 
will of God and our Father; 

5 To whom bo glory for ever and 
evor. Amen. 

6 I marvel that ye aro s»> soon 
removed from him that called you 
into tho grnco of Christ unlo an¬ 
other gospel; 

7 Which is not another; but there 
be some that troublo you, and would 
pervert tho gospel of Christ. 

8 But though wo, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel 
unto you than that whioh we have 
preoohod unto you, let him be oo- 
oursod. 

9 As we said bofore, so say I now 
again, If any man preaoh any other 


gospol unto you than that ye have 
received, let him bo accursed. 

10 For do I now please mon, or 
God ? or do I eeek to please mon 7 
for if I yot pleasod mon, I should 
not ho tho servant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that 
the gospol which was preached of me 
is not after man. 

12 For I neithor reooived it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the 
revolution of Jesus Christ. 

13 For ye have hoard of my con¬ 
versation in timo past in the Jews' 
religion, how that beyond measure I 
persecuted the ohurch of God, and 
wasted it; 

14 And profited in the Jews’ roli- 
gion above many my equals in mine 
own nation, being more exceedingly 
zealous of the traditions of my fa¬ 
thers. 

15 But whon it pleaBod God, who 
separated me from my mother's womb, 
and oallod mo by his grace, 

16 To rovoal his Pon in mo, that I 
might preaoh him among the hea¬ 
then ; immediately I conferred not 
with flesh and blood; 

17 Neithor went I up to Jerusalem 
to them whioh wore apostlos before 
me; but I went into Arabia, and re- 
tnrnod again unto Damascus. 
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18 Then after three years I went 
up to Jerusalem to see Peter, and 
abode with him fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles flaw I 
none, save James the Lord's brother. 

20 Now the things which I write 
unto you, behold, before God, I lie 
not. 

21 Afterwards I came into the re¬ 
gions of Syria and Cilicia; 

22 And was unknown by face unto 
the churches of Judea which were 
in Christ; 

23 But they had heard only, That 
he which persccutest us in times past 
now preacheth the faith which once 
he destroyed. 

24 And they glorified God on ac¬ 
count of me. 

CHAPTER II. 

False brethren—Justification by faith—Peter 
dissembling. 

HEN fourteen years after I went 
up again to Jerusalem with Bar¬ 
nabas, and took Titus with me also. 

2 And I went up by revelation, and 
communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gentiles, 
but privately to them which were 
of reputation, lest by any means I 
should run, or had run, in vain. 

3 But neither Titus, who was with 
me, being a Greek, was compelled to 
be oircumciscd. 

4 Notwithstanding, there were some 
brought in by false brethren un¬ 
awares, who camo in privily to spy 
out our liherty which we have in 
Christ Jesns, that they might bring 
us into bondage; 

5 To whom we gavo place by sub¬ 
jection, no, not for an hour; that the 
truth of the gospel might continue 
with you. 

6 But of those who seemed to bo 
somewhat, whatsoever they wore, it 
maketh no matter to me; God ao- 
oepteth no man’s person; for they 
who soemed to be somewhat in con¬ 
ference added nothing to me ; 

7 But contrariwise, when they saw 
that the gospel of the uncircumoision 
was committed unto me, as tho gospel 
of the circumcision was unto Peter; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually 
in Peter to the apostleship of the cir- 
oumcision, the same was mighty in 
we toward the Gentiles ;) 

9 And when James, Cephas, and 


John, who seemed to be pillars, per¬ 
ceived the grace that was given unto 
me, they gave to me and Barnaba? 
the right hands of fellowship ; that 
we should go unto the heathen, and 
they unto the circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we should 
remember the poor; the some which 
I also was forward to do. 

11 But when Peter was come to 
Antioch, I withstood him to the face, 
because he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came 
from James, ho did eat with the Gen¬ 
tiles; but when they were come, he 
withdrew and separated himrelf, 
fearing them which were of the 
circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled 
likewise with him; insomuch that 
Barnabas also was carried away wilh 
their dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the trutt 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter be 
fore them all. If thou, being a Jew 
livest after the manner of the Gen 
tiles, and not as do the Jews, why 
compellest thou the Gentiles to live 
as do tho Jews ? 

15 We who arc Jews by nature, and 
not sinners of the Gentiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not 
justified by the works of the law, 
but by the faith of Jesus Christ, 
even we have believed in Jesus 
Christ, that we might be justified 
bv tho faith of Christ, and not bv 
the works of the law: for by the 
works of the law shall no flesh be 
justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be jus 
tified by Christ, we ourselves also are 
found sinners, is therefore Christ the 
minister of sin? God forbid. 

18 For if I build again tho things 
which I destroyed, I make my.sclf u 
transgressor. 

19 For I through the law am dead 
to the law, that I might live nolo 
God. 

20 I am oruoifled with Christ; 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ livoth in me; and the life 
which I now live in tho flesh I live 
by tho faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me, and gave himself for 
me. 

21 I do not frustrate the graoe of 
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CHAPTER III. 


God; for if righteousness come by 
I ho law, then Christ is dead in vain. 

CHAPTER III. 

Tht un faithful repravai^-Thf faithful bltss- 

rd with A bra ham—Baptism into Christ. 
FOOLISH Galatians, who hath 
bewitched you, that ye should 
not obey the truth, boforo whose eyes 
Jesus Christ hath boon evidently set 
forth, crujifiod among you? 

2 This only would I learn of you, 
Received yo the Spirit by the works 
of tho law, or by the hearing of 
faith? 

3 Are ye so foolish? having begun 
in tho Spirit, are ye now mndo per¬ 
fect by tho flesh ? 

4 Have ye suffered so many things 
in vain ? if it be yet in vain. 

5 Ho therefore that ministereth to 
you tho Spirit, and workcth miracles 
among you, dooth he it by the works 
of the law, or by tho hoaring of faith ? 

6 Even as Abraham believod God, 
and it was acoounted to him for 
righleousnoss. 

7 Know yo therefore that they whioh 
are of faith, the same are the ohildren 
of Abraham. 

8 And tho scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify tho heathen through 
faith, preached boforo tho gospol unto 
Abraham, Baying, In thee shall all 
nations bo blessed. 

9 So thon they whioh bo of faith are 
blessed with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many aB aro of tho works 
of the law are under the curse; for it 
is written, Cursed is overy ono that 
continueth not in all things whioh 
are written in the book of the law to 
do them. 

11 But that no man is justified by the 
law in the sight of God, it is evident; 
for, Tbe just shall live by faith. 

12 And tho law is not of faith ; but, 
Tho man that doeth them shall live 
in them. 

13 Christ hath rodeemed us from 
the ourso of the law, being made a 
ourso for us ; for it is written, Cursed 
is every one that hangoth on a tree ; 

14 That tho blessing of Abraham 
might come on the Gentiles through 
Jecus Christ; that they might re- 
oeivo the promiso of the Spirit 
through faitn. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the man- 
nor of men ; Though it be but a man's 


covenant, yet when it be conGrmed, 
no man dis&nnulleth, or addet,h 
thereto. 

16 Now to Abraham and his seed 
were the promisos made. Ilo sailh 
not. And to seeds, as of many; bol 
as of one, And to thy seed, which is 
Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the covenant, 
that was confirmed beforo of God in 
Christ, the law, which was four hun¬ 
dred and thirty years after, cannot 
disannul, that it should make tho 
promise of none effect. 

18 For if the inheritance is of tho 
law, then it is no more of promise; 
hut God gave it to Abraham by pro¬ 
mise. 

19 Whorofore then, the law was 
added because of transgressions, till 
the seed should como to whom the 
promise was made in the law given 
to Moses, who was ordained by the 
hand of angels to be a mediator of 
this first oovenant, (the law.) 

20 Now this mediator was not a 
mediator of tho new covenant; but 
there is one mediator of the new 
covenant, who is Christ, as it is writ¬ 
ten in the law concerning the pro¬ 
mises made to Abraham and his seed. 
Now Christ is the mediator of life ; 
for this is the promise which God 
made unto Abraham. 

21 Is the law then against the pro¬ 
mises of God? God forbid; for if 
there had beon a law given whioh 
could have given life, verily right¬ 
eousness should havo been by the 
law. 

22 But the scripture hath concluded 
all under sin, that the promise by 
faith of Jesus Christ might be given 
to them that believe. 

23 But before faith came, we were 
kept under the law, shut up unto the 
faith whioh should afterwards be re¬ 
vealed. 

24 Wherefore tho law was our 
schoolmaster until Christ, that we 
might ho justified by fuith. 

25 But after that faith is come, wo 
are no longer under a schoolmaster. 

26 For ye are all tho ohildren of 
God by faith in Jesus Christ 

27 For as many of you as have 
boon baptized into Christ have pat 
on Christ. 

28 There is neither Jow nor Greek, 
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there la neither bond nor free, there 
1b neither male nor female ; for ye 
are all ono in ChriBt Jesus. 

29 And if ye are Christ's, then are 
ye Abraham's seed, and heirs accord* 
ing to the promise. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Redemption through thrift—Sons qf God. 
OW I say. That the heir, as long 
as he is a child, differeth nothing 
from a servant, though he he lord of 
all; 

2 But is under tutors and governors 
until tho time appointed of the father. 

3 Even so we, when we were chil¬ 
dren, were in bondage under the ele¬ 
ments of the world ; 

4 But when the fulness of tho timo 
was come, God sent forth his Son, 
made of a woman, made under the 
law, 

5 To redeem them that were under 
the law, that we might receive the 
adoption of Bons. 

6 And because ye are sons, God 
hath sent forth the Spirit of bis Son 
into your hearts, crying, Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no more a 
servant, but a son ; And if a son, then 
an heir of God through Christ. 

8 Howbeit then, when ye knew not 
God, ye did sorvice unto them which 
by nature are no gods. 

9 But now, after that ye have known 
God, or rather are known of God, 
how turn ye again to the weak and 
beggarly elements, whercunto ye de- 
siro again to bo in bondage ? 

10 Ye observo days, and months, 
and times, and years. 

11 I am afraid of you, lent I have 
bestowed upon you labour in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you to bo 
perfeot as I am perfect; for I am 
persuadod as ye have a knowledge of 
me, ye have not injured me at all by 
yonr sayings. 

13 Ye know how through infirmity 
of the flesh I preached the gospel 
nnto you at the first. 

14 And my temptation which was 
in tny flesh ye despisod not, nor ro- 
jeotod ; but received me as an Angol 
of God, even as Christ Jesus. 

15 Where is then the blessedness yo 
spake of ? for I bear you reoord, that, 
ir it had heen possible, ye would have 
plucked out your own eyes, and have 
given them to me. 


16 Am I therefore beoome youi 
enemy, because I tell you the truth 1 

17 They zealously affect you, but 
not well; yea, they would exclude 
yon, that ye might afTect them. 

18 Bnt it is good to be zealously 
affcoted always in a good thing, and 
not only when I am present with you. 

19 My little children, of whom I 
travail in birth again until Christ be 
formed in you, 

20 I desire to be present with you 
now, and to change my voice; for 1 
stand in doubt of you. 

21 Tell me, ye that desire to be un 
dcr the law, do ye not hear the law ? 

22 For it is written, that Abraham 
had two sons, the one by a bond 
maid, the other by a free woman. 

23 But he who was of tho bond 
woman was born after the fiesh ; hut 
he of the free woman was by promise. 

24 Which things are an allegory : 
foT these are the two covenants; the 
one from the mount Sinai, which 
gendcreth to bondage, which iB Agar 

25 For this Agar is mount Sinai in 
Arabia, and answereth to Jerusalem 
which now is, and is in bondage with 
her children. 

26 But Jerusalem which is above is 
free, which is the mother of us all- 

27 For it is written, Rejoice, thou 
barren that bearcst not; break forth 
and cry, thou that travailest not; for 
the desolate hath many more children 
than she which.hath a husband. 

28 Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, 
are the children of promise. 

29 But as then he that was born 
after the flesh persecuted him that 
was born after the Spirit, even so it 
is now. 

30 Nevertheless what aaith the 
soripture? Cast out the bondwoman 
and her son ; for the son of the bond- 
woman shall not be heir with the 
son of the free woman. 

31 So then, brethren, we are not 
ohildrcn of the bondwoman, but of 
the froe. 

CHAPTER Y. 

The liberty of the gospel — The works of On 
fiesh—The fruits of the Spirit. 
TAND fast therefore iu the liborty 
wherewith Christ hath made us 
free, and be not entangled again with 
the yoke of bondage. 

2 Behold, I Paul say unto you, that 





CHAPTER VI. 


If ye be oiiyumcised, Christ shall 
profit you nothing. 

3 For I testify again to every man 
that is circumcised, that he is a 
debtor to do the whole law. 

4 Christ is become of no effect anto 
on, whosoever of yon are justified 
y the law ; ye are fallon from grace. 

6 For wo through the Spirit wait for 
tho hope of righteousness by faith. 

0 For in Jesus Christ noither cir¬ 
cumcision uvailolh anything, nor nn- 
ciroumcision ; but faith which work- 
eth by love. 

7 Ye did run well; who did hinder 
you that yc should not oboy the 
truth ? 

8 This persuasion cometh not of 
him that calloth you. 

9 A litllo leaven loavencth the whole 
lump. 

10 I havo confidence in you through 
the Lord, that ye will be none other¬ 
wise minded; but he that troublctb 
yoa shall hoar bis judgment, whoso¬ 
ever he bo. 

11 And I, brethren, if I yet preach 
circumcision, why do I yet Buffer per¬ 
secution ? then is the offence of the 
oross ooased. 

12 I would thoy were even out off 
which trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have been 
oallod unto liborty; only use not li¬ 
berty for an occasion to the flesh, but 
by lovo serve one another. 

14 For all the law is fulfilled in one 
word, ovon in this; Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself. 

16 But if ye bite and devour one 
anothor, take heed that ye be not 
consumed one of another. 

16 This I say thon, Walk in the 
Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the lust 
or tbo flesh. 

17 For the floBh lustoth against the 
Spirit, and tho Spirit against the 
flosh ; and those are oontrary tho one 
to the other; so that ye cannot do 
the things that ye would. 

18 But if ye bo led of the Spirit, ye 
are not under tho law. 

19 Now the works of the flesh are 
manifest, which are these, Adultory, 
fornication, unoleannoss, lascivious¬ 
ness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, va¬ 
riance, emulations, wrath, strife, sedi¬ 
tions, heresies, 
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21 Envyings, murders, drunken¬ 
ness, revellings, and suoh like; of 
the whioh I tell you before, as I have 
also told yoa in time past, that they 
whioh do each things shall not in¬ 
herit the kingdom of God. 

22 But the fruit of the Spirit is 
love, joy, peace, long-suffering, gen¬ 
tleness, goodness, faith, 

23 Meokness, temperance; against 
suoh there is no law. 

24 And they that are Christ's have 
cruoified the flosh with the affeotions 
and lusts. 

25 If we live in the Spirit, let ns 
also walk in tho Spirit. 

20 Let us not be desirous of vain¬ 
glory, provoking one another, envy 
ing one another. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Deal kindly with the erring — Do good to ah 
men—Qlory in the erou of Chriet. 

RETHREN, if a man be over¬ 
taken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore euoh a one in the 
spirit of meekness; considering thy¬ 
self, lest thou also be tempted. 

2 Boar ye one another's burdens, 
and so fulfil the law of Christ. 

3 For if a man think himself to be 
something, when he is nothing, he 
deceivcth himself. 

4 But lot every man prove his own 
work, and thon shall he have rcjoiciDg 
in himself alone, and not in another. 

5 For every man shall bear his own 
burdon. 

6 Lot him that is taught in the 
word communioato onto him that 
teacheth in all good things. 

7 Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked; for whatsoever a man sow- 
eth, that shall he also reap. 

8 For he that soweth to his fleBh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption; 
bat he that soweth to tne Spirit shall 
of the Spirit reap life everlasting. 

9 And let us not be weary in well 
doing; for In due season we shall 
reap, if we faint not. 

10 As we have therefore opportu¬ 
nity, lot us do good unto all men, 
espooially unto thorn who aro of the 
household of faith. 

11 Ye see how large a letter I have 
written unto you with mine own 
hand. 

12 As many &b desire to make a 
fair show in the flesh, they oonBtrain 
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7011 to be oircumoUed; only lest they 
should Buffer persecution for the orosa 
of Christ. 

13 For neither they themaelvea who 
ore oironmcised keep the law; hot 
desire to have yon circumcised, that 
they may glory in your flesh. 

14 But Qod forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord 
Jesua Christ, by whom the world ia 
oruoified unto me, and I unto the 
world. 

15 For in Christ Jeans neither oir- 


cumoisioD av&ileth anything, nor un 
circumcision, but a new creature. 

16 And as many as walk according 
to this rule, peace be on them, and 
mercy, and upon the Israel of God. 

17 From henceforth let no man 
trouble me; for I bear in my body 
the marks of the Lord Jesns. 

18 Brethren, the grace of our Lord 
Jesua Christ be with your spirit. 
Amen.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

EPHESIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Redemption through Christ — The dispensa¬ 
tion of the fulness of times — Sealing of 

the Spirit. 

AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, to the saints 
which are nt Ephesus, and to the faith¬ 
ful iu Christ Jesua; 

2 Grace be to you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from tho Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath 
blessed us with all spiritual blessings 
in heavenly places in Christ; 

4 According as ho hath ohosen us 
in him before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy and 
without blame before him in love ; 

5 Having predestinated us unto the 
adoption of ohildron by Jesus Christ 
to himself, according to the good 
pleasure of his will, 

0 To the praise of the glory of his 
grace, wherein he hath made us ac¬ 
cepted in the beloved; 

7 In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgiveness of 
sins, according to the riches of his 
grace; 

8 Wherein he hath abounded to¬ 
ward us in all wisdom and prudonce; 

9 Having made known unto us the 
mystery of his will, according to his 
good pleasure which he hath pur¬ 
posed in himsolf; 

10 That in the dispensation of the 
fnlneaa of times he might gather 


together in one all things in Christ, 
both which are in heaven, and which 
are on earth ; even in him ; 

11 In whom also we have obtained 
an inheritance, being predestinated 
according to the purpose of him who 
worketh all things after the counsel 
of his own will; 

12 That we should be to the praise 
of his glory, who first trusted in 
Christ. 

13 In whom ye also trusted, after 
that ye heard the word of truth, the 
gospel of your salvation ; in whom 
also, after that yo believed, ye were 
sealed with that Holy Spirit of 
promise, 

14 Which is the earnest of our in¬ 
heritance until the redemption of the 
purchased possession, unto the praise 
of his glory. 

15 Wherefore I also, after I heard 
of your faith in the Lord Jesus, and 
love unto all the saints, 

16 Ceaso not to give thanks for 
you, making mention of you in my 
prayers; 

17 That the God of our Lord Jeeue 
Christ, the Father of glory, may 
give unto you the spirit of wisdom 
and revelation in the knowledge of 
him; 

18 The eyes of your understands g 
being enlightened ; that ye may know 
what is the hope of his calling, and 
what the riches of the glory of his 
inheritance in tho saints, 

19 And what is the exceeding great- 
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ness of his power to us-ward who be¬ 
lieve, according to tbe working of his 
mighty power, 

20 Which ho wrought in Christ, 
wben ho raised him from the dead, 
and bcI him at his own right hand in 
the bcavonly places, 

21 Far above all prinoipality, and 
power, and might, and dominion, and 
every name that is named, not only 
in this world, but also in that whioh 
is to como; 

22 And hath put all things under 
bis feet, and gave him to be the hoad 
over all things to the ohurch, 

23 Which is his body, the fulness 
of bim that Fllelh all in all. 

CHAPTER II. 

Hit prince of the power of the air — Salva¬ 
tion by grace , and a/loption through Christ 

— Foundation of the church. 

ND you hath ho quickened, who 
were dead in trespasses and sins; 

2 Wherein in time past yo walked 
according to the course of this world, 
according to tbe prince of the power 
of the air, the spirit that now work- 
etb in the children of disobedience; 

3 Among whom also wo all had our 
conversation in times past in tho 
lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the de¬ 
sires of the Qesh and of tho mind; 
and were by nature the ohildren of 
wrath, evon as others. 

4 But God, who is rich in mercy, 
for his great love wherewith he loved 
us, 

5 Even when we wero dead in Bins, 
hath quickened us together with 
Christ, (by graoe ye are savod ;) 

6 And hath raised us up together, 
and made us sit together in heavenly 
places in Christ Jcsub; 

7 That in the ages to come be might 
show the oxoceding riches of his 
graoe, in his kindnoes toward us, 
through Christ Jesus. 

8 For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yoursolves ; but 
It is tho gift of God; 

0 Not of works, lost any man should 
boast. 

10 For we aro his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus onto good 
works, whiob God bath before ordain¬ 
ed that wc should walk in them. 

11 Wherefore remembor, that ye 
were in Hines past Gentiles in the 
flesh, who aro called Unciroumoision 


by that which is called the Circum 
cision in the flosh made by hands; 

12 That at that time ye were with¬ 
out Christ, being aliens from the 
the commonwealth of Israel, and 
strangers from the covenants of pro¬ 
mise, having no hope, and without 
God in the world ; 

13 But now, in Christ Jesus, ye who 
sometime were far off are made nigh 
by the blood of Christ. 

14 For he is our peaoe, who hath 
made both one, and hath broken 
down the middle wall of partition 
between us; 

15 Having abolished in his flesh the 
enmity, even the law of command¬ 
ments contained in ordinances; for 
to make in himself of twain one new 
man, so making peace; 

16 And that he might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the cross, 
having slain tho enmity thereby ; 

17 And came and preached peace 
to you which were afar off, and to 
them that wero nigh. 

18 For through him we both have 
access by one Spirit unto the Fathor. 

10 Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow- 
citizens with the saints, and of the 
household of God ; 

20 And are built upon the founda¬ 
tion of the apostles and prophets, 
Jesus Christ himself heing the chief 
corner stone ; 

21 In whom all the building fitly 
framed together groweth unto an 
holy temple in the Lord; 

22 In whom ye also are buildod 
together for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit. 

CHAPTER III. 

Mystery of the gospel—The family [kingdom] 

in heaven and on earth — The love of Christ 

F OR this oause, I, Paul, am the 
prisoner of Jesus Christ among 
you Gentiles, 

2 For tho dispensation of the grace 
of God whioh is given me to you¬ 
ward ; 

3 As ye have heard that by revela¬ 
tion he made known unto me the 
mystery of Christ; as I wrote hofore 
in fow words; 

4 Whereby, when ye read, ye may 
understand my knowledge in the 
mystery of Christ, 

5 Whioh in other ages was net 
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made known unto the sons of men, | 
as it is now revealed unto his holy 
apoatlea and propheta by the Spirit; 

6 That the Gentilea should be fel¬ 
low-heirs, and of the tame body, and 
partakers of his promiae in Christ by 
tho gospel; 

7 Whereof I was made a minister, 
according to the gift of the grace of 
God given unto me by the effectual 
working of his power. 

8 Unto me, wno am lees than the 
least of all saints, is this grace given, 
that I shonld preach among the Gen¬ 
tiles the unsearchable riches of Christ; 

9 And to make all men see what is the 
fellowship of the mystery, which from 
tbe beginning of the world hath been 
hid in God, who created all things by 
Jesus Christ; 

10 To the intent that now unto the 
principalities and powers in heavenly 
places might be known by the church 
the manifold wisdom of God, 

11 According to the eternal purpose 
which he purposed in Christ Jesus 
our Lord; 

12 In whom we have boldness and 
access with oonfidence by the faith of 
him. 

13 Wherefore I desire that ye faint 
not at my tribulations for yon, which 
is your glory. 

14 For this cause I bow my kneeB 
unto the Father of our Lord Jesns 
Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named, 

16 That he would grant you, nc- 
eording to the riohes of his glory, to 
be strengthened with might by his 
Spirit in the inner man ; 

17 That Christ may dwell in your 
hearts by faith; that ye, being root¬ 
ed and grounded in love, 

18 May be able to comprehend with 
all saints wbat is the oreadth, and 
length, and depth, and height; 

19 And to know the love of Christ, 
whioh passeth knowledge, that ye 
might be filled with all tho fulness of 
God. 

20 Now unto him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the 

. power that worketb in us, 

21 Unto him be glory in the ohurob 
by Christ Jesus throughout all ages, 
world without end Amen. 


CHAPTER IT. 

One body; one spirit; one hope; one Ldjrd, 
one faith; one baptism — Officer* of the 
church , Christ the head—Seal of the 
Spirit, 

THEREFORE, the prisoner of the 
Lord, beseech yon that ye walk 
worthy of the vocation wherewith ye 
are called, 

2 With all lowliness and meekness, 
with long-suffering, forbearing one 
another in love; 

3 Endeavouring to keep the unitj 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace, 

4 In one body, and one Spirit, even 
as ye are called in one hope of your 
calling; 

5 One Lord, one faith, one baptism, 
0 One God and Father of all, who ia 

above all, and through all, and in you 
all. 

7 But unto every one of ns is given 
grace according to the measure of 
the^gift of Christ. 

8 Wherefore he saith, When he 
ABcended op on high, he led captivity 
captive, and gave gifts UDto men. 

9 (Now that he asconded, what is it 
but that he also descended first into 
the lower parts of the earth ? 

10 Ho who descended, is the same 
also who ascended up into heaven, 
to glorify him who reigneth over all 
heavens, that he might fill all things.) 

11 And be gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangel¬ 
ists ; and some, pastors and teachers ; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work of the ministry, for the 
edifying of the body of Chriat; 

13 Till we, in the unity of the faith, 
all come to the knowledge of the Son 
of God, unto a perfect man, unto the 
measure of tbe stature of tbe fnlness 
of Christ; 

14 That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and car¬ 
ried about with every wind of doc¬ 
trine, by the sleight of men, and 
ounning craftiness, whereby they lie 
in wait to deceive ; 

15 But speaking the truth in love, 
may grow up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ; 

16 From whom the whole body fitly 
joined together and comp&oted by 
that which every joint supplioth, 
according to the effectual working in 
the measure of every part, makoth 
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CHAPTER V. 


increase of fho body unto the edifying 
of itBelf in lore. 

17 This I aay there Toro, and testify 
in the Lord, that yo henceforth walk 
not ob other GentileB walk, in the 
Y&nity of their mind, 

18 Having tho understanding dark¬ 
ened, being alienated from tho life of 
God through the ignorance that is in 
them, because of the blindness of 
their heart; 

19 Who being past feeling have 
given themselves over unto lascivi¬ 
ousness, to work all uncleanness with 

greedinoss. 

20 But ye have not so learned 

Christ; 

21 If so be that ye have learned 
him, and have been taught by him, 
as tho truth is in Jesus; 

22 And now I speak unto you con¬ 
cerning tho former conversation, by 
exhortation, that ye put off the old 
man, which is corrupt according to 
the deceitful lusts; 

23 And be renewed in the mind of 
the Spirit; 

24 And that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created in right¬ 
eousness and true holiness. 

25 Whorefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his 
neighbour; for we are members one 
of another. 

26 Can ye be angry, and not sin ? 
lot not the Bun go down upon your 
wrath; 

27 Neither give plaoe to the devil. 

28 Lot him that stole steal no more; 
but ratber let him labour, working 
with his hands for the things which 
are good, that he may have to give to 
him that needeth. 

29 Let no corrupt communication 
prooood out of your mouth, but that 
whioh is good to tho use of edifying, 
that it may minister grace unto the 
hearerB. 

30 And grieve not the Holy Spirit 
of God, whereby ye are sealed unto 
the day of redemption. 

31 Let all bitterness, and wratb, 
and anger, and clamour, and evil 
speaking, be put away from you, 
with all malice; 

32 And be ye kind ono to anotbor, 
tender-hearted, forgiving one another, 
even as God for Christ's sako bath 
•jorgiven you. 


CHAPTER V. 

Exhortation to lave, and to avoid diver a tina 

and foolish speeches—Fruits of the Spirit — 

77 u husband the head of the uryfe—Christ 

the. head of the ehurth. 

E ye therefore followers of God, 
as dear children; 

2 And walk in love, as Christ also 
hath loved us, and hath given him¬ 
self for us an offering and a sacri¬ 
fice to God for a sweet-smelling 
savour. 

3 Put fornication, and all unclean- 
ness, or oovetousness, let it not bo 
once named among you, as beoometh 

saints; 

I Neither filthiness, nor foolish 
talking, nor jesting, which are not 
convenient; but rather giving of 

thanks. 

5 For this ye know, that no whore¬ 
monger, nor unclean person, nor 
oovotous man, who is an idolater, 
hath any inheritance in the kingdom 
of Christ and of God. 

6 Let no man deceive you with vain 
words ; for beoause of these things 
comcth tho wrath of God upon the 
children of disobedience. 

7 Bo not ye therefore partakers with 
them. 

S For ye were sometime darkness, 
but now are ye light in the Lord; 
walk as children of light; 

9 (For tho fruit of the Spirit is in 
all goodness and righteousness and 
truth:) 

10 Proving what is Acceptable unto 
the Lord. 

II And have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them. 

12 For it is a shame even to speak 
of thoso things wbioh are done of 
them in scoret. 

13 But all things that are reproved 
are made manifest by the light; for 
whatsoever doth make manifest is 
light. 

14 Wherefore he saith, Awake thou 
that sleepost, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thoe light. 

15 See then that ye walk oiroum- 
apeolly, not as fools, but as wise, 

16 Redeeming the time, beoanse the 
days are evil. 

17 Wherefore he ye not unwise, but 
understanding what is the will of the 
Lord. 
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18 And ho not drunk with wine, 
wherein is escess ; but be filled with 
the Spirit; 

19 Speaking to yourselves in paalma 
and hymnB and spiritual Bongs, sing¬ 
ing and making melody in your heart 
to the Lord; 

20 Giving thanks always for all 
things unto God and the Father in 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ; 

21 Submitting yourselves one to 
another in the fear of God. 

22 Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own. husbands, as onto the 
Lord. 

23 For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church ; and he is the Saviour 
nf the body. 

24 Therefore as the church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives be to 
their own husbands in every thing. 

25 Husbands, lovo your wives, even 
as Christ also loved the church, and 
gsrve himself for it; 

26 That he might sanctify &Dd 
cleanse it with the washing of water 
by the word, 

27 That he might present it to him¬ 
self a glorious church, not having 
spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; 
but that it should be holy and with¬ 
out blemish. 

28 So ought men to love their wives 
as their own bodies. lie that loveth 
his wife loveth himself. 

29 For no man ever yet hated his 
own flosh ; but nourisheth and chc- 
risheth it, even as the Lord the 
churoh; 

30 For we are members of his body, 
of his flesh, and of hiB bones. 

31 For this cause Bhall a man leave 
his father and mother, and shall be 
joined unto his wife, and they two 
shall he one flesh. 

32 This is a great mystery; but I 
sneak concerning Christ and the 
cnurch. 

33 Nevertheless, let every one of 
you in particular so love his wife 
even as himself; and tho wifo see that 
Bhe reverence her husband. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The tfufy of children^ and tenant*—Our 

lift a warfare—The armour of a Chri*- 

tian. 

C HILDREN, obey your parents in 
the Lord; for this is right. 


2 Honour thy father and mother; 
which is the first commandment with 
promise; 

3 That it may be well with thee, 
and thou mayest live long on the 
earth. 

4 And ye fathers provoke not your 
children to wrath ; but bring them up 
in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. 

5 Servants, be obedient to them 
that are your masters according to 
the flesh, with fear and trembling, in 
singleness of your heart, as untc 
Christ; 

6 Not with eye-Bervice, as men- 
pleasers; but as the servants of 
Christ, doing the will of God from 
the heart; 

7 With good will doing service, as 
to the Lord, and not to men; 

8 Knowing that whatsoever good 
thing any mau doeth, the same shall 
ho receive of the Lord, whether he 
be bond or free. 

9 And, ye masters, do the same 
things unto them, forbearing threat¬ 
ening; knowing that your Master 
also is in heaven: neither is there 
respect of persons with him. 

10 Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. 

11 Put on the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to stand against 
the wiles of the devil. 

12 For we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but against principalities, 
against powore, against the rulers of 
the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places. 

13 Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye may 
be able to withstand in the evit day, 
and having done all to Btand. 

14 Stand therefore, having yonr 
loins girt about with truth, and hav¬ 
ing on the breastplate of righteous¬ 
ness ; 

15 And your feet shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peaoe; 

16 Above all, taking the shield of 
faith, wherewith ye shall be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked. 

17 And take the helmet of salva¬ 
tion, and the sword of the Spirit, 
whioh is the word of God ; 

19 Praying always with all prayer 
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and publication in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto with all perse¬ 
verance and supplication for all 
saints; 

IP And for me, that utterance may 
be given unto mo, thnt I may open 
my mouth boldly, to make known 
the mystery of the gospel, 

20 For whioh I am an ambassador 
in bonds; that therein I may speak 
boldly, as I ought to speak. 

21 But that yo also may know my 
affairs, and how I do, Tychicus, a 
beloved brothor and faithful minister 
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in the Lord, shall moke knows to 
you all things; 

22 Whom I have sent unto yon for 
the same purpose, that ye might 
know our affairs, and that he might 
comfort your hearts. 

23 Peace bo to the brethren, and 
love with faith, from God the Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

24 Grace be with all them that love 
our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. 
Amen.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

PHILIPPIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Exhortation to righteousness—PauTs devot- 

eftness to Christ—Desire to he with Christ 

—Duty to suffer for Christ. 

AUL and Timothcus, the servants 
of Jesus Christ, to all the saints 
in Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, 
with the bishops and deacons ; 

2 Graco be unto you, and peaco, 
from God our Father and from tho 
Lord Jobus Christ. 

3 I thank my God upon every re- 
mombranco of you, 

4 Always in every prayor of mine, 
for tho steadfastness of you all, mak¬ 
ing request with joy, 

5 For your fellowship in tho gospel 
from the first day until now ; 

6 Being confident of this very thing, 
that ho whioh hath begun a good work 
in you will perform it until the day 
of Jesus Christ; 

7 Even as it is meet for me to think 
this of you all, because I have you in 
my heart; inasmuch as both in my 
bonds, and in tho dofenoe and con¬ 
firmation of the gospel, ye all are 
partakers of my grace. 

8 For God iB my rocord. how greatly 
I long after you all in the bowels of 
Jesus ChriBt. 

9 And this I pray, that your love 
may abound yet more and more in 
knowledge and in all judgment; 

10 That ye may approve things that 
are excellent; that ye mny be sincero 
and without olfcnce till tho day of 
Christ; 


11 Being filled with the fruits of 
righteousness, which are by Josns 
Christ, unto the glory and praise of 
God. 

12 Bui I would ye should under¬ 
stand, brothren, that the things whioh 
happened unto me have fallen out 
rather unto the furtherance of the 
gospel; 

13 So that my bonds in Christ are 
manifest in all the palace, and in all 
other places; 

14 And many of the brethren in the 
Lord, waxing confident by my bonds, 
are much more bold to speak the 
word without fear. 

15 Some indeed preaoh Christ even 
of envy and strife; and some also of 
good will; 

16 The one preach Christ of con¬ 
tention, not sincerely, supposing to 
add affliction to my bonds; 

17 But the other of love, knowing 
that I am set for the defence of the 
gospel. 

18 What then? notwithstanding, 
every way, whether in pretence, oe 
in truth, Christ is preached; and I 
therein do rejoice, yea, and will re- 
joioe. 

19 For I know that this shall turn 
to my salvation through your prayer, 
and tho supply of the Spirit of Jesus 
Christ, 

20 Aeoording to my earnest expec¬ 
tation and my hope, that in nothing 
I shall be ashamea, but that with all 
boldness, as always, so now alsr 
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Christ shall be magnified in my 
body, whether it be by life, or by 
death. 

21 But if I live in the flesh, ye are the 
fruit of my labour. Yet what I shall 
choose I know not. 

22 For me to live, is to do the will 
of Christ; and to die, is my gain. 

23 Now I am in a strait betwixt 
two, having a desire to depart, and 
to be with Christ; which is far better; 

24 Nevertheless to abide in the flesh 
is more needful for you. 

25 And having this confidence, I 
know that I shall abide and continuo 
with you all for your furtherance and 
joy of faith; 

26 That your rejoicing with me may 
bo more abundant in Jesus Christ, 
for my coming to you again. 

27 Tbcreforo let your conversation 
be as it becometh the gospel of 
Christ; that whether I come and see 
you, or else be absent, I may hear of 
your affairs, that ye stand fast in one 
spirit, with ono mind striving toge¬ 
ther for the faith of the gospel; 

28 And in nothing terrified by your 
adversaries, who reject tho gospel, 
which bringeth on them destruction ; 
but you who receivo the gospel, sal¬ 
vation; and that of God. 

29 For unto you it is given in the 
hehalf of Christ, not only to believe 
on him, but also to suffer for his 
sake; 

30 Having the same oonflict which 
ye saw in me, and now know to be in 
me. 

CHAPTER II. 

Patii txhorifth to unity, Chrirta humility 
and exaltation — The taint! to be light! to 
the world. 

F there be therefore any consola¬ 
tion in Christ, if any oomfort of 
love, if any fellowship of the Spirit, 
if any bowels and mercies, 

2 Fulfil ye my joy, that ye bo like- 
minded, having the samo love, being 
of one accord, of one mind. 

3 Let nothing be done through strife 
or vainglory; but in lowliness of 
mind let each osteem other better 
than themselves. 

4 Look not overy man on his own 
things, but every man also on the 
things of others. 

5 Let this mind be in you, which 
was alio in Christ Jesus ; 


0 Who, being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God ; 

7 But made himself of no repu¬ 
tation, and took upon him the form 
of a servant, and was made in the 
likeness of men; 

8 And being found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and be¬ 
came obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. 

9 Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him a name 
which is above every name; 

10 That at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in hea¬ 
ven, and things in earth, and things 
under the earth; 

11 And that every tongue should 
confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
tho glory of God the Father. 

12 Wherefore, my beloved, as ye 
have always obeyed, not as in my 
presence only, but now much more 
m my absence, work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling; 

13 For it is God which worketh in 
you both to will and to do of his good 
pleasure. 

14 Do all things without murmur- 
ings and disputings; 

15 That ye may be blameless and 
harmless, the sons of God, without 
rebuke, in the midst of a crooked 
and perverse nation, among whom 
ye shine as lights in the world; 

10 Holding forth the word of life; 
that I may rejoice in the day of 
Christ, that I have not run in vain, 
neither laboured in vain. 

17 Yea, and if I be offered a sacri¬ 
fice upon the servioe of your faith, I 
joy, and rejoice with you all. 

18 For the same cause also do ye 
joy, and rejoice with me. 

19 But I trust in the Lord Jesas 
to send Timotheas shortly unto you, 
that I also may be of good comfcrt, 
when I know your state. 

20 For I have no man like-minded, 
who will naturally oare for your state. 

21 For all seek their own, not the 
things which are Jesas Christ's. 

22 But ye know the proof of him, 
that, as a son with tne father, he 
hath served with me in the gospel. 

23 Him therefore I hope to send 
presently, so soon as I shall see how 
it will go with me. 




CHAPTER III.—IV. 


24 Rut I trust in tho Lord that I 
also myself shall come shortly. 

25 Yet I supposed il necessary to 
send to you Epaphroditus, my bro¬ 
ther, and companion in labour, and 
fellow-soldier, but your messenger, 
and he that ministerod to my wants. 

20 For he longed after you all, and 
was full of heaviness, beoause that 
ye had heard that he had been siek. 

27 For indeed ho was sick Digh 
onto donth; hut God had mercy on 
him ; and not on him only, but on me 
also, lost I should have sorrow upon 
sorrow. 

28 I sent him therefore the more 
carefully, that, when yo see him 
again, ye may rejoice, and that I 
may bo the less sorrowful. 

29 Receivo him thoreforo in the 
Lord with all gladness; and hold 
sueh in roputatiun; 

30 Because for the work of ChriBt 
ho was nigh unto death, not regard¬ 
ing his life, to supply your lack of 
service toward mo. 

CHAPTKH III. 

Paul warmth to beware of false teachers — 
The superiority of the righte/mmess of 
Christ—Second coming of Christ. 
INALLY, my brethren, rojoice 
in the Lord. To write the same 
things to you, to mo indeed is not 
grievous, and for you it is snfo. 

2 Boware of dogs, beware of evil 
workers, bewaro of tho concision. 

3 For we are tho circumcision, 
which worship God in the spirit, and 
rojoice in Christ Jesus, And havo no 
confidence in tho flesh. 

4 Though I might also have confi¬ 
dence in the flesh. If any other man 
thiDketh that he hath wheroof ho 
might trust in the flesh, I more; 

5 Circumcised the eighth day, of 
the stook of Israel, of the tribe of 
Benjamin, a Ilebrew of the Hebrews; 
as touehing tho law, a Pharisee; 

0 Concerning zeal, persecuting tho 
church ; touohing the righteousness 
which is in tho law, blamoless. 

7 But what things were gain to me, 
those I counted loss for Christ. 

8 Yea doubtless, and I oount all 
things but loss for the exoollenoy of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus my 
Lord ; for whom I have suffered tho 
loss of all things, and do oount them 
but dung, that I may win Christ, 
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9 And be found in him, not having 
mino own righteousness, which is of 
tho law, but that which is through 
the faith of Christ, tho righteousness 
which is of God by faith ; 

10 That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection, and the 
fellowship of his sufferings, being 
made conformable unto his death; 

11 If by any means I might attain 
unto the resurrection of the just. 

12 Not as though I had already 
attained, either wore already perfeot; 
but I follow after, if that I may ap¬ 
prehend that for which also I am ap¬ 
prehended of Christ Jesus. 

13 Brothren, I count not myself 
to havo apprehended; but this one 
thing I do, forgetting those things 
which are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those things whieh are 
before, 

14 I pross toward tho mark for the 
prizo of the high oalling of God in 
Christ Jesus. 

15 Let us therefore, as many as be 
perfect, bo thus mindod; and if in 
anything ye be otherwise minded, 
God shall reveal even this unto 
you. 

16 Nevertheless, whereto wo have 
already attained, lot us walk by the 
same rule, lot us mind the same 
thing. 

17 Brethren, be followers together 
of me, and mark thorn which walk 
so as ye have us for an ensample. 

18 (For many walk, of whom I have 
told you often, and now tell you even 
weeping, as tho enemies of the cross 
of Christ; 

19 Whoso ond is destruction, whose 
God is thoir belly, and who glory 
in thoir shame, who mind earthly 
thingB.) 

20 For our conversation is in hea¬ 
ven ; from whenoo also we look for 
the Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ; 

21 Who shall ohAngo our vile body, 
that it may be fashioned like UQto 
his glorious body, aooording to the 
working wheroby ho is able even to 
subdue all things unto himself. 

Oil AFTER IV. 

The Book qf life—Exhortations and adtno 

nitions—Christ the strength, of t)ie Chris- 

tian. 

T HEREFORE, my brethren dearly 
beloved and longed for, my joy 
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and crown, so stand fast in the Lord, 
my dearly beloved. 

2 I beseech Euodiaa, and beseech 
Syntycho, that they be of the same 
mind in the Lord. 

3 And I entreat thee also, true 
yoke-fellow, help those women whioh 
laboured with mo in the gospel, with 
CIcvment also, and with other my fel¬ 
low-labourers, whose names arc in 
tho book of life. 

4 Rejoico in the Lord always; and 
again I say, Rejoice. 

5 Let your moderation be known 
unto all men. The Lord is at hand. 

6 Be afflicted for nothing; but in 
everything by prayer and supplica¬ 
tion with thanksgiving let your re¬ 
quests be made known unto God. 

7 And tho peace of God, which 
paseeth all understanding, shall keep 
your hearts and minds through Christ 
Jasus. 

8 Finally, brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are 
just, whatsoever thingB are pure, 
whatsoever things are lovely, whatso¬ 
ever things are of good report; if 
there bo any virtue, and if there be 
any praise, think on these things. 

9 Those thingB, which ye have both 
learned, and received, and heard, and 
seen in me, do; and the God of peace 
shall be with you. 

10 But I rejoiced in the Lord great¬ 
ly, that now at the laBt your care of 
me hath flourished again; wherein 
ye wore alBO oareful, but ye lacked 
opportunity. 

11 Not that I speak in respect of 
want; for I have learned, in what¬ 
soever state I am, therewith to be 
content. 


12 1 know both how to he abased, 
and I know how to abound ; every¬ 
where and in all thing* I am in- 
fltmeted both to he full and to be 
hungry, both to abound and to suffer 
need. 

13 I can do all things through 
Christ which strengthened me. 

14 Notwithstanding, ye have well 
done, that ye did communicate with 
my affliction. 

15 Now ye Philippians know also, 
that in the beginning of the gospel, 
when I departed from Macedonia, no 
church communicated with me as 
concerning giving and receiving, but 
ye only. 

10 For even in Thessalonica ye 
eent once and again onto my neces¬ 
sity. 

17 Not because I desire a gift; hut 
! I desire fruit that may abound to 

your account. 

18 But I have all, and abound; I 
am full, having received of Epaphro- 
ditus the things which were sent from 
you, an odour of a sweet smell, a 
sacrifice acceptable, well pleasing to 
God. 

19 But my God shall supply all 
your need according to his riches in 
glory by Christ Jesus. 

20 Now unto God and our Father 
bo glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

21 Salute every saint in Christ Je¬ 
sus. The brethren which arc with 
me greet you. 

22 All the saints 6alute you, chiefly 
they that arc of Cmear's household. 

23 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you all. Amen.

CHAPTER I. 

The unity of the gospel—The personality of 
Ood—Christ the head qf the church—The 
mystery of the gospeL 

AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
by the will of God, and Tirno- 
theus our brother, 

2 To the saints and faithful bre¬ 


thren in Christ which are at Colossu; 
Grace ho unto you, and peace, from 
God our Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

3 We give thanks to God and the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
praying always for you, 

4 Since we heard of your faith In 
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CHAPTER II. 


ChriBt Jesus, and of your love to all 
the saints, 

5 For tho Rope which is laid up for 
you io heaven, whereof yo hoard be¬ 
fore in tho word of tho truth of tho 
gosnel; 

6 Which is oomo unto you, as in all 
generations of the world ; and bring- 
eth forth fruit, aB it doth also in you, 
since the day ye heard of it, and 
knew the grace of Qod in truth; 

7 As ye also learned of Epaphras 
our dear fellow-servant, who 18 for 
you a faithful minister of Christ; 

B Who also declared unto us your 
love in the Spirit. 

9 For this oauee we also, since the 
day wc hoard it, do not oease to pray 
for you, and to desire that ye might 
be tilled with the knowledge of his 
will in all wisdom and spiritual un¬ 
derstanding ; 

10 That ye might walk worthy of 
the Lord unto all pleasing, being 
fruitful in every good work, and in¬ 
creasing in the knowledge of God; 

11 Strengthened with all might, 
according to his glorious power, unto 
all patience and long-sunoring with 
joyfulnoss ; 

12 Giving thanks unto the Father, 
which hath made ns meet to bo par¬ 
takers of the inheritance of tho saints 
in light; 

13 Who hath deliverod us from the 
power of darkness, and hath trans¬ 
lated us into tho kingdom of his dear 

Son; 

14 Id whom we have redemption 
through his blood, even tho forgive¬ 
ness of sins; 

15 Who is the imago of tho invi¬ 
sible God, tho first-born of ovory oroa- 
luro. 

Id For by him were all things ore- 
aiod, that are in heaven, and that Are 
in earth, visiblo and invisible, whethor 
they bo thrones, or dominions, or 
principalities, or powers; all things 
were created by him, and for him; 

17 And he is bofore all things, and 
by him all things oonsist. 

IB And he is the head of the body, 
the churoh; who is the boginning, 
tho first'born from the dead; that in 
all things ho might have the pre-eml- 
nenoe. 

19 For it ploased the Father that 
In him should all fulness dwell; 


20 And, having made peace through 
the blood of his cross, by him to re¬ 
concile all things uuto himself; by 
him, I say, whether they be things 
in earth, or things in heaven. 

21 And you, that were sometime 
alienated and enemies in your mind 
by wicked works, yot now hath he 
reconciled, 

22 In the body of his flesh through 
death, to present you holy and un¬ 
blamable and unreprovablo in his 
sight; 

23 If ye continue in the faith 
grounded aDd settled, and be not 
moved away from the hope of the 
gospel, which ye have heard, and 
which was preached to every creature 
which is under heaven; whereof I 
Paul am made a minister; 

24 Who now rejoice in my sufferings 
for you, and fill up that which is be¬ 
hind of tho afflictions of Christ in 
my flesh for his body’s sake, whioh 
is the church; 

25 Whereof I am made a minister, 
according to the dispensation of God 
which is given to me for you, to fulfil 
the word of God ; 

26 Even the mystery which hath 
hoen hid from agos and from genera¬ 
tions, but now is made manifest to 
ms saints; 

27 To whom God would make known 
what is tho riches of the glory of this 
mystory among the Gentiles ; whioh 
is Christ in you, the hope of glory ; 

28 Whom wo preach, warniug every 
man, and teaching every man in all 
wisdom; that wo may present every 
man perfect in Christ Jesus; 

29 Whoreunto I also labour, striv¬ 
ing according to his working, whioh 
worketh in me mightily. 

CUAPTER II. 

Necessity of abiding tn Christ—Thr pcrton¬ 
ality of Qod — Baptism a burial—Shadows 

of things to corns. 

OR I would that ye know what 
great confliot I have for yon, and 
for them at Laodioea, and for as 
many as have not seen my face in 
the flosh ; 

2 That their hearts might be com¬ 
forted, being knit together in love, 
and unto all riohes of tho full assurance 
of understanding, to the acknowledg¬ 
ment of tho mystery of Christ, who is 
of God, even the Father; 
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3 Iu whom arc hid all the treasures 
of 'wisdom and knowledge. 

4 And f his I say, lest any man should 
beguile you with enticing words. 

5 For though I he absent in the 
flesh, yet am I with you in the spirit, 
joying and beholding your order, and 
the steadfastness of your faith in 
ChriBt. 

6 As ye have therefore received 
Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk ye in 
him; 

7 Rooted and built up in him, and 
established in the faith, as ye have 
been taught, abounding therein with 
thanksgiving. 

8 Beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit, 
after the tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after 
Christ. 

9 For in him dwelleth all the fulncsB 
of the Godhead bodily. 

10 And ye are complete in him, 
which is the head of all principality 
and power; 

11 In whom also ye are circumcised 
with the circumcision made without 
hands, in putting off the body of the 
sins of the flesh by the circumcision 
of Christ; 

12 Buried with him in baptism, 
wherein also ye are risen with him 
through the faith of the operation of 
God, who hath raised him from the 
dead. 

13 And you, being dead in your sins 
and the uncircumcision of your flesh, 
hath ho quickoned together with him, 
having forgiven you all trespasses ; 

14 Blotting out the handwriting of 
ordinances that was against us, which 
was contrary to us, and took it out of 
the way, nailing it to his cross; 

15 And having spoiled principalities 
and powers, ho made a show of them 
openly, triumphing over them in it. 

16 Let no man therefore judge you 
iu meat, or in drink, or in respect of 
a holyday, or of the new moon, or of 
the sabbath days; 

17 Which are a shadow of things to 
eoino; but the body is of Christ. 

18 Let no man beguile you of your 
reward in a voluntary humility and 
worshipping of angels, intruding into 
those tilings which ho hath not seen, 
vainly puffed up by his fleshly mind, 

19 And not holding tho Head, from 


which all the body by joints and 
bands having nourishment minister¬ 
ed, and knit together, increasotb with 
the increase of God. 

20 Wherefore if ye be dead with 
Christ from the rudiments of the 
world, why, as though living in the 
world, are ye subject to ordinances, 

21 Which arc after the doctrines 
and commandments of men, who teach 
you to touch not; taste not; handle 
not; all those things which are to 
perish with the using? 

22 Which thing9 have indeed a show 
of vflsdom in will-worship, and humili¬ 
ty, and neglecting the hody as to the 
satisfying the flesh, not in any honour 
to God. 

CHAPTER ILL 

We thrndd teek the thing) of God — Exhorta¬ 
tion to mortification, to pul off the old man, 

and to pul on Christ. Charity, humility , 

and other duties. 

F ye then he risen with Christ, seek 
those things which are above, 
where Christ sitteth on the right band 
of God. 

2 Set your affection on things above, 
not on things on the earth. 

3 For ye are dead, and your life is 
hid with Christ in God. 

4 When Christ, who is our life, 6hall 
appear, then shall ye also appear with 
him in glory. 

5 Mortify therefore your members 
which aro upon the earth ; fornioa- 
tion, unclcauness, inordinate affec¬ 
tion, evil concupiscence, and covet¬ 
ousness, which is idolatry ; 

6 For which things’ sake tho wrath 
of God cometh on the children of 
disobedience; 

7 In the whioh ye also walked 
sometime, wheD ye lived in them. 

8 But now ye also put off all these; 
anger, wrath, malice, blasphemy, 
filthy communication out of your 
mouth. 

9 Lie not ono to another, seeing that 
ye have put off the old man with his 
deeds; 

10 And have put on the new man, 
which is renewed in knowledge after 
the image of him that oreated him ; 

11 Where there is neither Greek 
nor Jew, oircumoision nor unoiroum- 
oision, Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor 
free; but Christ is all, and in all. 

12 Put od therefore, as the eleo* of

tJuii, holy and beloved, bowels of 
mercies, kindness, humbleness of 
mind, meekness, long-sulTering ; 

13 Forbeariug one another, and for¬ 
giving ono anolher, if any man bavo 
a quarrel against any ; even as Christ 
forgave you, ho also do ye. 

14 And abovo all these things put 
on charity, which is the hond of per- 
fe:tness. 

15 And let the peace of Qod rule in 
your hearts, to the which also ye are 
called in ono body ; and be yc thankful. 

10 Let the word of Christ dwell in 
you richly in all wisdom; teaching 
and admonishing one another in 
pealm9 and hymns and spiritual 
songs, siuging with grace in your 
hearts to the Lord. 

17 And whatsoever ye do in word or 
deed, do all iu the name of the Lord 
Jesus, giving thanks to God and the 
Father by him. 

18 Wives, submit yourselvos unto 
your own husbands, as it is fit in the 
Lord. 

19 Husbands, love your wives, and 
be not bitter agaiust them. 

20 Children, obey your parents in 
all things; for this is well pleasing 
unto the Lord. 

21 Fathers, provoke not your child¬ 
ren to anger, lest they be discouraged. 

22 Servants, obey in all things your 
masters according to the flesh; not 
with eyc-scrvice, as mon-pleasers; 
but in singleness of heart, fearing 
God ; 

23 And whatsoovor ye do, do it 
heartily, as to the Lord, and not unto 
men; 

24 Knowing that of the Lord ye 
■hall reooive the Toward of the inherit¬ 
ance ; for ye sorve the Lord Christ. 

25 But he that dooth wrong shall 
reoeive for tho wrong whioh he hath 
done ; and there is no respeot of per¬ 
sons. 

CHAPTER IV. 

/Yrwnry in prayer —Walk wisely toioard 
them Oust are without. 

M ASTERS, givo unto your serv¬ 
ants that whioh is just and 
equal; knowing that ye also have a 
Master in heaven. 

2 Coutinue in prayer, and watob in 
the same with thanksgiving; 

3 Withal praying also for us, that 
God would opon unto us a door of 


utterance, to sneak tho mystery of 
Christ, for which I am also in bonds; 

4 That I may make it manifest, as 
T ought (o speak. 

5 Walk in wisdom toward them (hat 
aro without, redeeming tho time. 

0 Lot your speech be always with 
graoe, seasoned with salt, that ye 
may know how ye ought to answer 
every man. 

7 All my state shall Tyohicus de- 
olaro unto you, who is a beloved 
brother, aDd a faithful minister and 
fellow-servant in tho Lord : 

8 Whom I have sent unto you for the 
same purpose, that he might know 
your estate, and comfort your hearts ; 

9 With Onesimus, a faithful and 
beloved brother, who is one of you. 
They shall make known unlo you all 
things which are done here. 

10 Aristarchus my fellow-prisoner 
saluteth you, and Marous, sister's son 
to Barnabas, (touching whom ye re¬ 
ceived commandments; if he oome 
unto you, receive him;) 

11 And Jesus, which is called Jus¬ 
tus, who are of the oircumcision. 
Those only are my follow-workers in 
the kingdom of God, whioh have 
been a comfort unto me. 

12 Epaphras, who is one of you, a 
servant of Christ, saluteth you, always 
labouring fervently for you in prayers, 
that yc may stand perfeot and com¬ 
plete in all tho will of God. 

13 For I bear him reoord, that he 
hath a great zeal for you, aDd them 
that are in Laodicea, and them in 
Hierapolis. 

14 Luke the beloved physioian, and 
Domas, greot you. 

15 Salute the brethren whioh are in 
Laodicea, and Nymphas, and the 
ohuroh which is in his house. 

10 And when this epistle is read 
among you, cause that it be read also 
in the ohuroh of the Laodioeans; and 
that ye likewise read the epistle from 
Laodioea. 

17 And say to Arohippus, Take heed 
to the ministry which thou hast re¬ 
ceived in the Lord, that thou fulfil 
it. 

18 The salutation by the hand of 
mo Paul. Remember my bonds. 
Graoo be with you. Amen.

THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

THESSALONIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

The gospel in power—Second coming of 
Christ. 

AUL, and SilvanuB, and Timo- 
Ihcus, servants of God the Fa¬ 
ther and the Lord Jesus Christ, unto 
the churoh of the Thessalonians; 
grace unto you, and peace from God 
our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

2 We give thanks always, making 
mention of you all, in our prayers to 
God for you. 

3 Remembering without ceasing 
your work of faith, and labour of 
love, and patience of hope in our 
Lord Jesus Christ, in the sight of 
God and our Father: 

4 Knowing, brethren beloved, your 
election of God. 

5 For our gospel came not unto you 
in word only, but also in power, and 
in the Holy Ghost, and in much as¬ 
surance; as ye know what manner 
of men we were among you for your 
sake. 

6 And ye beeame followers of us, 
and of the Lord, having received the 
word in much affliction, with joy of 
the Holy Ghost; 

7 So that ye were ensamples to all 
that believe in Macedonia and Achaia. 

8 For from you sounded out the 
word of the Lord not only in Mace¬ 
donia and Achaia, but also in every 
place your faith towards God is 
spread abroad; bo that we need not 
to speak any thing. 

9 For they themselves show of us 
what manner of entering in we had 
unto you, and how ye turned to God 
from idols to serve the living and 
true God; 

10 And to wait for his Son from 
heaven, whom he raised from the 
dead, even Jesus, which delivered us 
from the wrath to come. 

CHAPTER EL 

The manner of PauTs ministrations — The 
coming of Christ. 

OR yourselves, brethren, know 
our entrance in onto you, that it 
was not in vain ; 

2 But even after that we had suf¬ 
fered before, and we<*e shamefully 


entreated, as ye know, at Philippi, 
we were bold in our God to speak 
unto you the gospel of God with 
much contention. 

3 For our exhortation was not of de¬ 
ceit, nor of uncleanness, nor in guile ; 

4 But as we were allowed of God tt 
be put in trust with the gospel, evoL 
so we speak ; not as pleasing men,, 
but God, which trieth our hearts. 

5 For neither at any time used we 
flattering words, as yc know, nor a 
cloak of covetousness; God is witness; 

6 Nor of men sought we glory, 
neither of you, nor yet of others, 
when we might have been burden¬ 
some, as the apostles of Christ. 

7 But we were gentle among you, 
even as a nurse eherisheth her chil¬ 
dren; 

8 So being affectionately desirous 
of you, we were willing to have im¬ 
parted unto you, Dot the gospel of 
God only, bnt also our own souls, be¬ 
cause ye were dear unto us. 

9 For ye rememher, brethren, our 
labour and travail; for labouring 
Dight and day, because we would not 
be chargeable unto any of you, we 
preached unto you the gospel of God. 

10 Ye are witnesses, and God also, 
how holily and justly and unblama- 
bly we behavod ourselves among you 
that believe; 

11 As ye know how we exhorted 
and comforted and charged every one 
of you, as a father doth his ohiliren, 

12 That ye would walk worthy of 
God, who hath called you unto his 
kingdom and glory. 

13 For this cause also thank we 
God without ceasing, because, when 
ye received the word of God which 
ye heard of us, ye received it not as 
the word of men, but, as it is in truth, 
the word of God, which effectually 
worketh also in you that believe. 

14 For ye, brethren, became follow¬ 
ers of the churches of God which in 
Judea are in Christ Jesus ; for ye also 
have suffered like things of your own 
oountrymon, even as they have of the 
Jews: 

15 Who both killed the Lord Jesus,

and their own prophets, and have 
persecuted us; and they please not 
God, and are contrary to all men ; 

lft Forbidding us to speak to the 
Gentiles that they might bo saved, to 
fill up thoir sins always; for the 
wrath is ooming upon them to the 
uttormoet. 

17 But we, brethren, being taken 
from you for a short time in presenoe, 
not in heart, endeavoured the more 
afcmdnntly to see your face with 
great desire. 

18 Wherefore wo would have oome 
jn(o you, even I Paul, once and 
again; but Satan hindered us. 

19 For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even 
ye in the presenoe of our Lord Jesus 
Christ at his coming ? 

20 For ye are our glory and joy. 

CHAPTER III. 

Paul testijldh his love—The coming of Christ. 
ITEREFORE whon wo could no 
longer forbear, we thought it 
good to be left at Athens alone; 

2 And sent Timotheus, our brother, 
and minister of God, and our fellow- 
labouror in the gospel of Chriat, to 
establish you, and to comfort you 
concerning your faith; 

3 That no man should be moved by 
these afflictions; for yourselves know 
that wo are appointed thereunto. 

4 For verily, when we wero with 
you, we told you before that wo Bhould 
Buffer tribulation; even as it oamo to 
pass, and ye know. 

5 For this oanBe, when I could no 
longer forbear, I sent to know your 
faith, lest by some means the tempter 
have tcmplod you, and our labour be 
in vain. 

0 But now whon Timothens came 
from you unto us, and brought us 
good tidings of your faith and charity, 
end that ye have good remembrance 
sf us always, desiring greatly to see 
as, as we also to see you; 

7 Therefore, brethron, we were com¬ 
forted over you in all our affliction 
and distress by your faith ; 

8 For now wo live, if ye stand fast 
in the Lord. 

9 For what thanks can wo render 
to God again for you, for alt the joy 
wherewith we joy for your sakes be¬ 
fore our Goa; 

10 Night and day praying exoeed- 
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ingly that wo might see your face, 
and might perfect that which is lack¬ 
ing in your faith? 

11 Now God himself and our Fa¬ 
ther, and our Lord Jesus Christ, di¬ 
rect our way unto you. 

12 And the Lord make you to in- 
oreaso and abound in love one toward 
another, and toward all men, even as 
we do toward you ; 

13 To the end he may stabli.sh your 
hearts unblamable in holiness before 
God, even our Father, at the coming 
of onr Lord Jesus Christ with all his 
saints. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Holiness enjoined — The resurrection — The 
second coming of Christ. 

URTHERMORE then wc beseeoh 
you, brethren, and exhort you by 
the Lord Jesus, that ns ye have re¬ 
ceived of us how ye ought to walk 
and to please God, so ye would 
abound more and more. 

2 For ye know what command¬ 
ments we gave you by the Lord 
Jesus. 

3 For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification, that ye should 
abstain from fornication; 

4 That every one of you should know 
howto possess his vessel in Banotifioa- 
tion and honour; 

5 Not in the lust of concupiscenoe, 
even as the Gentiles which know not 
God; 

6 That no men go beyond and de¬ 
fraud his brother in any matter; be¬ 
cause that the Lord is the avenger of 
all such, as we also havo forewarned 
you and testified. 

7 For God hath not called ns unto 
unoleanness, but unto holiness. 

8 lie therefore that deBpiseth, de- 
spisoth not man, but God, who hath 
also given unto us his Holy Spirit. 

9 But as touohing hrotherly love ye 
need not that I write unto you; for 
ye yourselves are taught of God to 
love one another. 

10 And indeed ye do it toward all 
the brethron whioh are in all Mace¬ 
donia; but we beseech you, brethren, 
that ye increase more and more ; 

11 And that ye study to be quiet, 
and to do your own business, and to 
work with yonr own hands, as we 
commanded you; 

12 That ye may walk honestly to 
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ward them that are without, and that 
ye may have lack of nothing. 

13 But I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning them 
which arc asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
oven as others which have no hope. 

14 For if wo helieve that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with him. 

15 For this we say unto you hy the 
word of the Lord, that they who are 
alive at the coming of the Lord, shall 
not prevent them who remain unto 
the coming of the Lord, who are 
asleep. 

16 For tho Lord himself shall de¬ 
scend from heaven with a Bhout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God; and tho dead in 
Christ shall riso first; 

17 Then they who are alive, shall 
be caught up together into the clouds 
with them who romaiu, to meet the 
Lord in the air; and so Bhall we be 
ever with the Lord. 

18 Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words. 

CHAPTER V. 

CftrCsf * teexmd coming — Precept! of riyhl- 
umsnaa. 

B UT of the times and the seasons, 
brethren, ye have no need that I 
write unto you. 

2 For yourselves know perfectly that 
Ibo day of the Lord bo oometh as a 
thief in the night. 

3 For when they shall say, Peace 
and safety ; then sudden dcstruotion 
oometh upon them, ab travail upon a 
woman with child; and they shall 
not esoape. 

4 But ye, brethren, are not in dark¬ 
ness, that that day should overtake 
you as a thief. 

6 Ye are all the ohildren of light, 
and the children of the day; we are 
not of the night, nor of darknoss. 

6 Therefore let os not sleep, as do 
others ; hut let us watoh and be sober. 
7 For they that sleep sleep in the 
night; and they that be drunken are 
drunken in the night. 

8 But let us, who are of the day, be 
sober, putting on the hreastplate of 


faith KDd love ; and for a helmet, tht 
hope of salvation. 

9 For God hath not appointed us In 
wrath, but to obtain eelvalion by ou« 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

10 Who died for us, that, whether 
we wake or sleep, wo should live to¬ 
gether with him. 

11 Wherefore comfort yourselves to¬ 
gether, and edify one another, even 
as also ye do. 

12 And we heseeoh you, brethren, 
to know them which labour among 
yon, aDd are over you in the Lord, 
and admonish you; 

13 And to esteem them very highly 
in love for their work's sake. And ho 
at peace among yourselves. 

14 Now we exhort you, brethren, 
warn them that are unruly, comfort 
the feeble-minded, support the weak, 
be patient toward all men. 

15 See that none render evil for evil 
unto any man ; hut ever follow that 
which is good, both among yourselves, 
and to all men. 

16 Rejoice evermore. 

17 Pray without ceasing. 

18 In everything give thanks; for 
this is the will of God in Christ Jesus 
concerning you. 

19 Quench not the Spirit. 

20 Despise not prophesyings. 

21 Prove all things; hold last that 
which is good. 

22 Abstain from all appearance of 
evil. 

23 And the very God of peace sano 
tify you wholly; and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and hody 
be preserved blameless unto the com¬ 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

24 Faithful is he that oalleth you 
who also will do it. 

25 Brethren, pray for ub. 

26 Greet all the brethren with ■ 
holy salutation. 

27 I oharge you hy the Lord, tha* 
this epistle be read unto all the holy 
brethren. 

26 The peace of our Lord Jesua 
Christ be with you. Amen.

THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

THESSALONIANS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Beit ai VhrisCt second coming—Destruction 
of the wicked. 

AUL, and Sylvanus, and Timo- 
theus, the sorvants of God the 
Futhcr and our Lord Jesus Christ, 
unto the church of tho Thessalo- 
niftna ; 

2 Grace unto you, and poace, from 
God our Father and the Lord Josus 
Christ. 

3 We are bound to thank God always 
for you, brethren, as it ia meet, be¬ 
cause that your faith groweth ex¬ 
ceedingly, and the charity of every 
ono of you all toward each other 
aboundeth; 

4 So that wo ourselves glory in you 
in tho churches of God, for your pa¬ 
tience and faith in all your persecu¬ 
tions and tribulations that yo onduro; 

5 Which is a manifest token of the 
righteous judgment of God, that ye 
may bo counted worthy of tho king¬ 
dom of Qod, for which yo also suffer; 

6 Seeing it iB a righteous thing 
with God to recompense tribulation 
to them that trouble you; 

7 And to you who are troubled 
rest with us, when tho Lord Jesus 
shall ho revealed from heaven with 
his mighty angols, 

8 In Gaining fire taking vengeance 
on them that know not God, and that 
obey not the gOBpel of our Lord Je¬ 
sus Christ; 

9 Who Bhall be punished with de¬ 
struction from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his ever¬ 
lasting power; 

10 When he shall cotno to be glori¬ 
fied in his saintB, and to be admired 
in all them that holieve (because our 
testimony among you was believed) 
in that day. 

11 Whoreforo also we pray always 
for you, that oar God would count 
you worthy of this calling, and fulfil 
all tho good pleasuroof his goodness, 
and the work of faith with power; 

12 That the name of our Lord 
Jesus Christ may bo glorifiod in you, 
and ye in him, ncoording to the graoe 
of our God and tho Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


CHAPTER II. 

The apostasy, and the man of fin. 

OW we beseech you, brethren, 
by the coming of our Lord Je¬ 
sus Christ, and by our gathering to¬ 
gether unto him, 

2 That ye bo not soon shaken in 
mind, or be troubled by letter, ex¬ 
cept ye receive it from us; neither 
by spirit, or by word, as that the day 
of Christ is at hand. 

3 Lot no man decoivo yoa by any 
means; for there shall come a fall¬ 
ing away first, and that man of sin 
be rovoalcd, the son of perdition; 

4 Who opposeth and oxalteth him¬ 
self above all that is called God, or 
that is worshipped; so that he as 
God silteth in the temple of God, 
showing himself that ho is God. 

5 Remember ye not, that, when I 
was yet with you, I told yoa these 
things 7 

6 And now ye know what with- 
lioldeth that he might be revealed in 
his time. 

7 For the mystery of iniquity doth 
already work, and ho it is who now 
worketh, and Christ suffereth him to 
work, until the time is fulfilled that 
he shall bo taken out of the way. 

6 And thon shall that wicked one 
be revealed, whom the Lord shall 
oonsumo with tho spirit of his mouth, 
and shall dostroy with tho brightness 
of his coming. 

9 Yea, tho Lord, even Jesus, whose 
coming is not until after there oometh 
a falling away, by the working of 
Satan with all power, and signs and 
lying wonders, 

10 And with all docoivableness of 
unrighteousness in them that perish; 
because they received not the love of 
the truth, that they might be 
saved. 

11 And for this o&use God shall 
send them strong delusion, that they 
should believe a lie; 

12 That they all might be damned 
who believed not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousness. 

13 But we are bound to give thanks 
always to God for you, brethren be¬ 
loved of the Lord, beoaute God hath 
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from the beginning chosen you to sal¬ 
vation through sanctification of the 
Spirit and belief of the truth; 

14 Whoreunto he called you by our 
gospel, to the obtaining of the glory 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

15 Therefore, brethren, stand fast, 
End hold the traditions which ye 
have been taught, whether by word, 
or our epistle. 

16 Now our Lord Jesus Christ 
himself, and God, oven our Father, 
which hath loved us, and hath given 
us everlasting consolation and good 
hope through grace, 

1/ Comfort your hearts, and stab- 
lish you in overy good word and work. 

CHAPTER III. 

Paul eravetk their prayers fnr himself— In¬ 
dustry enjoined — EvU company to be 
avoided. 

F INALLY, brethren, pray for us, 
that the word of the Lord may 
have free course, and be glorified, 
even as it is with you ; 

2 And that we may bo delivered 
from unreasonable and wicked men ; 
for all men have not faith. 

3 But the Lord is faithful, wbo shall 
Btablish you, and keep you from evil. 

4 And we have confidence in the 
Lord touching you, that ye both do 
and will do the things which we 
oommand you. 

5 And the Lord direot your hearts 
into the love of God, and into the 
patient waiting for Christ. 

0 Now we oommand you, brethren, 
in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye withdraw yourselves from 
every brother that walketh disorder¬ 
ly, and not after the tradition whiah 
he received of us. 


7 For yourselves know how yi 
ought to follow us; for we behaved 
not ourselves disorderly among youj 

8 Neither did we eat any man’i 
bread for naught; hut wrought with 
labour and travail night and day, 
that we might not be chargeable to 
any of you; 

9 Not because we have not power, 
but to make ourselves an ensample 
unto you to follow us. 

10 For even when we were with you, 
this we commanded you, that if any 
would not work, neither should he 

j 11 For we hear that there are som^ 
gwhich walk among you disorderly* 
[working not at all, but are buay-l 
bodies. ; 

12 Now them that are such w- 
command and exhort by our Lm-<1 
Jesus Christ, that with quietness 

> they work, and eat their own bread. 

13 But ye, brethren, be not weary 
in well doing. 

14 And if any man obey not our 
word by this epistle, note that man, 
and have no company with him, that 
he may be ashamed. 

15 Yet count him not as an enemy, 
but admonish him as a brother. 

16 Now the Lord of peace himself 
give you peace always by all means. 
The Lord be with you all. 

17 The salutation of Paul with 
mine own hand, which is the token 
in every epistle ; so I write. 

18 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you all. Amen.

CHAPTER I. 

PauTs charge to Timothy—The object of the 
law. 

AUL, an apostlo of Jesus Christ 
by the commandment of God 
and the Lord Josus Christ, our Sa¬ 
viour and our hope ; 

2 Unto Timothy, my own son in 
tho faith; Graco, moroy, and peace. 


from God our Father, and Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

3 As I besought thee to abide stili 
at Ephesus, when I went into Macts- 
donia, that thou mightest charge 
somo that they teach no other doo- 
trine, 

4 Neither give heed to fables and 
endless genealogios, -which minister

questions, rather than godly edifying 
which is in faith; so do. 

5 Now the end of the command' 
ment is charity out of a pure heart, 
and of a good conscience, and of 
faith unfeigned; 

0 From which some having swerved 
have turned aside unto vain jangling; 

7 Desiring to be teachers of tho 
tiw; understanding neither what 
they say, nor whereof they affirm. 

8 Dut we know that the law is 
good, if a man use it lawfully; 

9 Knowing this, that tho law is not 
made for a righteous man, but for 
the lawless and disobedient, for the 
ungodly and for sinners, for unholy 
and profane, for murderers of fathers 
and murdorors of mothers, for man- 
slayers, 

10 For whoremongers, for them that 
defile themselves with mankind, for 
men-stealers, for liars, for perjured 
persons, and if there be any other 
thing that is contrary to sound doc¬ 
trine ; 

11 According to the glorious goBpol 
of the blessed God, which was com¬ 
mitted to my trust. 

12 And I thank Christ Jesus our 
Lord, who hath enabled me, for that 
ho counted me fnithful, putting me 
into the ministry; 

13 Who was beforo a blasphemer, 
and a persecutor, and injurious; but 
[ obtained mercy, because I did it 
ignorantly in unbelief. 

14 And the grace of our Lord was 
exceeding abundant with faith and 
love which is in Christ Jesus. 

15 This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that Christ 
Jesus camo into the world to save 
sinners; of whom I am ohief. 

16 Howbeit for this cause I ob¬ 
tained meroy, that in mo first Jesus 
Christ might show forth all long-suf¬ 
fering, for a pattern to them which 
■houU hereafter believe on him to 
life everlasting. 

17 Now unto the King eternal, im¬ 
mortal, invisible, the only wise God, 
be honour and glory for ever and 
ever. Amen. 

18 This charge I commit unto thee, 
son Timothy, aooordiug to the pro¬ 
phecies which went before on tnee, 
that tbon by them mightest war a 
good warfare; 
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19 Holding faith, aDd a good con- 
scionoe; which some having put 
away, concerning faith have made 
shipwreck; 

20 Of whom is Hymenens and 
Alexander; whom I have delivered 
onto Satan, that they may learn not 
to blaspheme. 

CHAPTER n. 

Pray for all men — How women thould be at¬ 
tired—They art not permitted to teach. 
EXHORT therefore, that, first of 
all, supplications, prayers, inter¬ 
cessions, and giving thanks, be made 
for all men; 

2 For kings, and for all that are in 
authority ; that wo may lead a quiet 
and peaceable life in all godliness 
and honesty. 

3 For this is good and acceptable 
in the sight of God our Saviour; 

4 Who is willing to have all men to 
be saved, and to come unto the know¬ 
ledge of the truth which is in Christ 
Jesus, who is the Only Begotten Son 
of God, and ordained to be a Media¬ 
tor betwocn God and man; who is 
one God, and hath power over all 
men. 

5 For there is one God, and one 
mediator between God and men, the 
man Christ Jcbus ; 

6 Who gave himself a ransom for 
all, to be testified in due time. 

7 Whercunto I am ordained a 
preacher, and an apostle, (I speak 
the truth in Christ, and lie not,) a 
teacher of the Gentiles in faith and 
verity. 

8 I will therefore that men pray 
everywhere, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubtiDg. 

9 In like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, 
with shamefaced ness and sobriety; 
not with braided hair, or gold, or 
pearls, or oostly array ; 

10 But (which beoometh women pro¬ 
fessing godliness) with good worts. 

11 Lot tho women learn in silenoe 
with all snbjeotion. 

12 For I suffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to usurp authority over 
the man, bnt to bo in silenoe. 

13 For Adam was first formed, then 
Eve. 

14 And Adam was not deceived, 
but the woman being deoeived was 
in the transgression. 
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15 Notwithstanding they shall be 
eaved in child-bearing, if Lhey con¬ 
tinue in faith and charity and holi¬ 
ness with sobriety. 

CHAPTER III. 

Of bishops, and deacons, and their vnvts— 
The pillar and ground of the truth. 
niS is a true saying, If a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he 
dcsircth a good work. 

2 A bishop then must bo blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, 
soher, of good behaviour, given to 
hospitality, apt to teach; 

3 Not given to wine, no striker, Bot 
greedy of filthy lucro; but patient, 
not a brawler, not covetous; 

4 One that ruloth well his own 
house, having his children in sub¬ 
jection with all gravity; 

5 (For if a man know not how to 
rule his own house, how shall he 
take care of the church of God ?) 

6 Not a novice, lest being lifted 
np with pride he fall into the con¬ 
demnation of the devil. 

7 Moreover he must have a good 
report of them which are without; 
lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil. 

8 Likewise the deacons mnst he 
grave, not double-tongued, not given 
to muoh wine, not greedy of filthy 
lucre; 

9 Holding the myBtery of the faith 
in a pure conscience. 

10 And let these also first be proved; 
then let them use the office of a dea- 
oon, being found blameless. 

11 Even so mnst thoir wives be 
grave, not slanderers, Bober, faithful 
in all things. 

12 Let the deacons be the husbands 
of one wife, ruling their children and 
their own bouses well. 

13 For they that have used the 
office of a deacon well purchase to 
themselves a good degree, and great 
boldness in the faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

14 These things write I unto thee, 
hoping to come unto thee shortly; 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou 
muyest know how thou oughtest to 
behave thyself in the house of God, 
which is the churoh of the living 
Qod. 

16 Tfare pillar and ground of the 
truth is, (and without controversy. 


great is the mystery of godliness,) 
Qod was manifest in the flesh, justi¬ 
fied in the Spirit, seen of angels, 
preached unto the Gentiles, believed 
on in the world, received up into 
glory. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Tbul forteUeUi the apostasy—Divert prec epts 
of duty. 

OW the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doc¬ 
trines of devils; 

2 Speaking lies in hypocrisy; hav¬ 
ing tneir conscience seared as with a 
hot iron; 

3 Forbidding to marry, and com¬ 
manding to abstain from meats, 
which God hath created to be re¬ 
ceived with thanksgiving of them 
which believe and know the truth. 

4 For every creature of God is 
good, aud nothing to be refused, if 
it J6e received with thanksgiving; 

5 For it is sanctified by the word of 
God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in re 
membrance of these things, thou 
shalt be a good minister of Josus 
Christ, nourished up in the words 
of faith and of good doctrine, where- 
unto thou hast attained. 

7 But refuse profane and old wives’ 
fables, and exercise thyself rather 
unto godliness. 

S For bodily exercise profiteth little; 
but godliness is profitable unto all 
things, having promise of the life 
that now is, and of that which is to 
come. 

9 This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both labour 
and suffer reproach, because we trust 
in the living God, who is the Baviour 
of all men, specially of those that 
believe. 

11 These things oommand and teaoli. 

12 Let no man despise thy yonth ; 
but be thou an example of the 
believers, in word, in conversation, 
in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity. 

13 Till I come, give attondance to 
reading, to exhortation, to dootrine. 

14 Negleat not the gift that is in 
thee, which was given tbee by pro¬ 
phecy, with the laying on of the 
hands of the presbytery 
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15 Meditate upon these thing*; 
give thyself wholly to them; that 
thy profiting may appear to all. 

lfl Take heod unto tnyself, and unto 
the doctrine; oontinue in them; for 
In doing this thou shalt both save 
thyself, and thorn that hear thee. 

CHAPTER V. 

Rule* to be observed in reproving — Of widows 

—Of elder %—Carefulness in ordination*. 
EBUKE not an elder, but en¬ 
treat him as n father; and the 
youngor men as brethren; 

2 The elder women as mothers; the 
younger as siatere, with all purity. 

3 Honour widows that are widows 
indeed. 

4 But if any widow have children 
or nephews, let them loam first to 
show piety at home, and to requite 
their parents; for that is good and 
acceptable beforo God. 

5 Now she that is a widow indeed, 
and dcsolato, trusteth in God, and 
continuoth in supplications and pray¬ 
ers night and day. 

6 But 6he that liveth in pleasure is 
dead while she liveth. 

7 And these things give in ohargo, 
that they may bo blameless. 

8 But if any provide not for his 
own, and specially for those of his 
own house, ne hath denied the faith, 
and is worBe than an infidel. 

9 Let Dot a widow be taken into the 
numbor under threescore years old, 
having been the wife of one man, 

10 Well reported of for good works; 
if she have brought up children, if 
she havo lodged strangors, if she 
have washed Iho saints’ clothes, if 
sbo have rolieved the afflicted, if sbo 
havo diligently followed* every good 
work. 

11 But the youngor widows refuse; 
for when they have begun to wax 
wanton against Christ, they will 
marry ; 

12 Having damnation, hooause thoy 
have oast olT their first faith. 

13 And withal thoy learn to be idle, 
wandering about from house to house; 
and not only idle, but tattlers also 
and busybodics, speaking things 
whioh they ought not. 

L4 I will thoroforo that the younger 
women marry, boar ohildren, guide 
tbo house, give none oocasion to the 
adversary to speak reproachfully. 
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15 For sonic are already turned 
aside after Satan. 

lfl If any man or woman that he* 
lieveth havo widows, let them relieve 
them, and let not the church be 
charged; that it may relieve them 
that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well he 
counted worthy of douhle honour, 
especially they who lahour in the 
word rfn<* doctrino. 

18 For the scripture Baith, Thou 
shalt n< » muzzlo tne ox that treadeth 
out the corn. And, the labourer is 
worthy of his reward. 

19 Against an elder reoeive not an 
accusation, but before two or throe 
witnesses. 

20 Them that sin rebuke hefore all, 
that others also may fear. 

21 I charge thee before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the eleot an¬ 
gels, that thou observe these things 
without preferring one before another, 
doing nothing by partiality. 

22 Lay hands suddenly on no man, 
neither bo partaker of other men’s 
sins; keep thyself pure. 

23 Some men's sins are open be¬ 
forehand, going before to judgment; 
and some men they follow after. 

24 Likewise also the good works of 
some are manifest beforehand; and 
thoy that are otherwise cannot bo hid. 

25 Drink no longer water, but use 
a little wine for thy stomach’s sake 
and thine often infirmities. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Duty of servants—Avoid unwise teachera— 

Godliness is gain—Love of money — What 

to Jlee, and what to follow, and whereof 

to admonish the rich. 

ET as many servants as arc under 
the yoke count their own mas¬ 
ters worthy of all honour, that the 
name of God and his doctrine be not 
blasphemed. 

2 And they that have bolieving 
masters, let them not despise them, 
because they are brethren; but rather 
do them service, beoause thoy are 
faithful and boloved, partakers of 
the benefit. These things teaoh and 
exhort. 

3 If any man teaoh otherwise, and 
oonsent not to wholesome words, even 
the words of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and to the dootrine whioh is accord¬ 
ing to godlinessj 
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4 He is proud, knowing nothing, but 
dotin-g about questions and strifes of 
words, whereof cometh envy, strife, 
railings, evil surmisings, 

5 Perverse disputings of men of 
oorrupt minds, and destitute of the 
truth, supposing that gain is godli¬ 
ness; from such withdraw thyself. 

6 But godliness with contentment is 
great gain. 

7 For we brought nothing itito this 
world, aDd it is certain we can carry 
nothing out. 

8 And having food and raiment, let 
us he therewith content. 

9 But they that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and into 
many foolish and hurtful lusts, which 
drown men in destruction and per¬ 
dition. 

10 For the love of money is the 
root of all evil; which while some 
coveted after, they have erred from 
tile faith, and pierced themselves 
through with many sorrows. 

11 But thou, 0 man of God, flee 
these things; and follow after right¬ 
eousness, godliness, faith, love, pa¬ 
tience, meekness. 

12 Fight the good fight of faith, 
lay hold on eternal life, whereunto 
thon art also called, and hast pro¬ 
fessed a good profession before many 
witnesses. 

13 1 give thee charge in the sight 
of God, who quickcneth all things, 
and before Christ Jesus, who before 


Pontius Pilate witnessed a good coa 
fesaion; 

14 That thou keep this command¬ 
ment without spot, unrehukable, 
until the appearing of our Lord 
Jesus Christ; 

15 Which in his times he shall 
show, who is the blessed and only 
Potentate, the King of kings, and 
Lord of lords, to whom be honour 
and power everlasting; 

16 Whom no man hath seen, nor 
can see, unto whom no man can ap¬ 
proach, only he who hath the lignt 
and the hope of immortality dwelling 
in him. 

17 Charge them that are rich in 
this world, that they he not high 
minded, nor trust in uncertain riches, 
hat in the living God, who giveth ui 
richly all things to enjoy; 

18 That they do good, that they be 
rich in good works, ready to distri 
bute, willing to communicate; 

19 Laying up in store for them¬ 
selves a good foundation against the 
time to come, that they may lay hold 
on eternal life. 

20 0 Timothy, keep that which h 
committed to thy trust, avoiding pro¬ 
fane and vain babblings, and oppo 
sitions of science falsely so called; 

21 Which some professing have 
erred concerning the faith. G race 
be with thee. Amen. 

The first to Timothy was written from 
Laodicea, which la the chlefesl city 
of Phrygia Pacatiana. 


THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO 

TIMOTHY. - 


CHAPTER 1. 

/Wi love to Timothy/—Hr u exhorted to 
persist in the form and truth qf that doc¬ 
trine which he had learned. 

AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 
by tho will of God, according to 
the promise of lifo whioh is in Christ 
Jesus, 

2 To Timothy, my dearly beloved 
son; Grace, and mercy, and peace, 
from God the Father and Christ 
Josns our Lord. 

3 I thank God, whom I serve from 
my forefathers with pure ooDscicnoe, 
that without oeasing I have remom- 


branoe of tbee in my prayers night 
and day; 

4 Greatly desiring to see thee, being 
mindful of thy tears, that I may be 
filled with joy; 

5 When 1 call to remembrance the 
unfeigned faith that is in thee, whioh 
dwelt first in tby grandmother Lois, 
and thy mother Eunice; and I am 
persuaded that in thee also. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remem¬ 
brance, that thou stir up the gift of 
God, which is in thee by the putting 
on of my hands. 

7 For God hath not given us the 
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spirit of fear; but of power and of 
ltWe, and of a sound mind. 

8 De not thou therefore ashamed of 
the testimony of our Lord, nor of me 
liis prisoner; but bo thou partaker 
of the afflictions of the goBpcl accord¬ 
ing to the power of God ; 

0 Who hath saved us, and oallod us 
with a holy calling, not according 
to our works, but aocordiDg to his 
own purpose and grace, whioh was 
given us in Christ Jesus before the 
world began ; 

10 But is now made manifest by the 
appearing of our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
who hath abolished death, and hath 
brought lifo and immortality to light 
through the gospel; 

11 Whereunto I am appointed a 
preacher, and an apostle, and a 
teacher of the Gentiles. 

12 For the whioh cause I also suffer 
these things; nevertheless I am not 
ashamed; for I know whom I have 
believed, and am persuaded that he 
is able to keep that which I havo 
committed unto him against that 
day. 

13 Hold fast the form of sound 
words, which thou hast heard of mo, 
in faith and lovo which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

14 That good thing which was com¬ 
mitted unto thee keep by the Holy 
Ghost which dwelleth in us. 

15 This thou knowo9t, that all they 
which nrc in Asia be turned away 
from mo ; of whom are Phygellus and 
Hermogcncs. 

10 The Lord give mercy unto the 
house of Onesiphorus; for he oft re¬ 
freshed mo, and was not ashamed of 
my chain ; 

17 But when ho wab in Rome, he 
sought mo out very diligently, and 
found mo. 

18 The Lord grant unto him that 
he may find morcy of the Lord in that 
day; and id how many things he 
ministered unto mo at Ephosus, thou 
knowest very well. 

CHAPTER II. 

He if exhorted to constancy, perseverance, 

and to dixndt the word of Ood aright — 

The. foundation of the Lord if jure— What 

to ftulow, what to ax'oid . 

rnJIOC therefore, my son, be strong 
_L in the grace that is in Christ 
Jesus. 


2 And the things that thon hast 
heard of me among many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faithful 
men, who shall be able to teaoh 
others also. 

3 Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 

4 No man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this life; 
that ho may pleaBe him who hath 
ahosen him to be a soldier. 

5 And if a man also strive for mas¬ 
teries, he is not orowned, except he 
strive lawfully. 

6 The husbandman that laboureth 
must bo first partaker of the fruits. 

7 Consider what I say, and the 
Lord give theo understanding in all 
things. 

8 Remember that Josus Christ of 
the seed of David was raised from 
the dead, acoording to the gospel; 

9 Wherein I suffer trouble, as an 
evil door, even unto bonds; bat the 
word of God is not bound. 

10 Thoroforo I endure all things for 
the elect's sake, that they may also 
obtain the salvation whioh ifl in Christ 
Jesus with eternal glory. 

11 For this is a faithful saying, If 
we be dead with him, we shall also 
live with him; 

12 If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him ; if we deny him, he also 
will deny ub ; 

13 If we believe not, yet he abidetb 
faithful; he cannot deny himself. 

14 Of these things put them in re¬ 
membrance, charging them before the 
Lord that they strive not about words 
to no profit, but to the snbverting of 
the hearers. 

15 Study to show thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth. 

10 But shun profane and vain bab¬ 
blings; for they will increase nnto 
more ungodliness. 

17 And their word will eat as doth 
a canker; of whom is Hymeneus and 
Philctus; 

18 Who ooncerning the truth have 
erred, saying that the resurrection is 
past already ; and overthrow the faith 
of somo. 

10 Nevertheless the foundation of 
God standeth sure, having this seal. 
The Lord knoweth them that are his 
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And, Let every one that namoth tho 
name of Christ depart from iniquity. 

20 But in a great house thoro aro 
not only vosaels of gold and of silver, 
but also of wood and of earth; and 
some to honour, and sumo to dishonour. 

21 If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall be a vessel unto 
honour, sanctified, and meet for the 
master's uso, and prepared unto every 
good work. 

22 Fleo also youthful lusts; but 
follow righteousness, faith, charity, 
peace, with them that call on the 
Lord out of a pure heart. 

23 But foolisn and unlearned ques¬ 
tions avoid, knowing that they do 
gender strifes. 

24 And the servant of the Lord 
must not strive; but be gentle unto 
all men, Apt to tcacb, patient; 

25 In meekness instructing thoso 
that oppose themselves; if God per- 
adventure will give them repentance 
to the acknowledging of the truth ; 

26 And that they may recover them¬ 
selves out of llio snare of the devil, 
who are taken eAptive by him at his 
will. 

CI1APTER III. 

Ptril i of the last days — Apostasy—Use of 
Scripture. 

HIS know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall oomc. 

2 For men shall he lovers of their 
own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blaephemors, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unholy, 

3 Without natural affection, truco- 
breakers, false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of thoso that aro 
good, 

4 Traitors, heady, high-minded, lov¬ 
ers of pleasures more than lovers of 
God; 

5 Having a form of godliness, bat 
denying the power thereof; from 
such turn away. 

6 For of this sort are they which 
creep into houses, and lead captive 
silly women laden with sins, led away 
with divers lusts, 

7 Ever learning, and never able to 
some to the knowledge of the truth. 

8 Now as Jannes and Jambrcs with¬ 
stood Moses, so do these also resist 
the troth: mon of corrupt minds, 
reprobate concerning the faith. 

9 But they shall proceed no further; 


fortheir folly shall be manifest onto al 1 
men, as theirs also was. 

10 But Ihou hast fully known my 
doctrine, manner of life, purpose, 
faith, long-suffering, charity,patience, 

11 Persecutions, afflictions, which 
oame unto moat Antioch, at Iconium, 
at Lystra; what persecutions I 
endured; but out of them all the 
Lord delivered me. 

12 Yea, and all that will lire godly 
in Christ Jesus Bhall suffor persecu¬ 
tion. 

13 For evil mon and soduoer* shall 
wax worse and worse, deceiving, and 
being deceived. 

14 But continue thou in the things 
which thou haBl learned and hast 
been assured of, knowing of whom 
thou hast learned them ; 

15 And that from a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures, which are 
able to make thee wise onto salvation 
through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus. 

16 And all scripture given by in 
apiration of God, is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, 
for inBtruoliou id righteousness; 

17 That the man of God may be 
perfect, thoroughly furnished unto 
all good works. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Explanations of duty—The apostasy—As 
surance of a croum — TYust in God, 
CHARGE those therefore before 
God, and the Lord Jesna Christ, 
who shall judge the quick and the 
dead at his appearing and in his 
kingdom ; 

2 Preach the word; be instant in 
season, who are out of season ; re¬ 
prove, rebuke, exhort with all long 
suffering and doctrine. 

3 For the timo will oome when they 
will not endure sound dootrine; hut 
after thoir own luata shall they heap 
to thomsolvcs teachers, having itohing 
ears; 

4 And they shall turn away their 
ears from the truth, and shall be 
turned unto fables. 

5 But watch thou in all things, 
endure afflictions, do the work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of thy 
ministry. 

6 For I am now ready to he offered, 
and the time of my departure it at 
hand. 
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7 I have fought a good fight, I have 
fiuiabort my course, I have kept the 
faith ; 

8 Henceforth there it* laid up forme 
a crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give 
me at that day; and not to me only, 
but unto all them also that love his 
appearing. 

9 Do thy diligence to oome shortly 
onto me; 

10 For Dcmas hath forsaken me, 
having loved this present world, and 
is departed udIo Tbessalouica ; Cres- 
oens to Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia. 

11 Only Luke is with me. Take 
Mark, and bring him with thee ; for 
be is profitable to me for the ministry. 

12 And Tyehicus have I sent to 
Ephesus. 

13 The clonk that I left at Troas 
with Carpus, when thou oomest, 
bring with thee, and the books, but 
especially the parchments. 

14 Alexander the ooppersmith did 
me much ovil; tho Lord roward him 
according to his works; 

15 Of whom be thou ware; for ho 
hath greatly withstood our words. 

16 At my lirst answer no man stood 
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with me, but all men forsook me; ] 
pray God that it may not lie laid to 
their chargo. 

17 Notwithstanding the Lord stood 
with me, and strengthened me; that 
hy me the preaching might be fully 
known, and that all the Gentiles 
might hear; and I was delivered out 
of the mouth of the lion. 

18 And the Lord shall deliver me 
from every ovil work, and will pre¬ 
serve me nnto his heavenly kingdom ; 
to whom be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

19 Salute Prisca and Aquila, and 
the household of Oncsiphorus. 

20 Er&stus fthode at Corinth ; but 
Trophimus have I left at Milctum 
sick. 

21 Do thy diligence to come before 
winter. Eubulus greeteth thee, and 
Pudens, and Linus, and Claudia, and 
all the brethren. 

22 The Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you, and grace bo with you all. Amen. 

f Tho second epistle unto Tlmolheua, 
ordained the first bishop of the church 
of the Epheeiuns, was written from 
Rome, when Paul was brought before 
Nero the second time. 


THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO 

TITUS. 


CHAPTER I. 

Promise of eierruxl life—Ordination of eld¬ 
ers, qualification of bishops—Evil teach¬ 
ers to be stopped. 

AUL, a servant of God, and an 
aposllo of Jesus Christ, accord¬ 
ing to tho faith of God's eleot, and 
the acknowledging of the truth which 
is after godliness; 

2 In hope of eternal life, which God, 
that cannot lie, promised before tho 
world bogan; 

3 But hath in duo times manifested 
hie word through preaching, which 
Isoominittcd unlo ine according to the 
oommandmont of God our Saviour; 

4 To Titus, mino own son after the 
common faith; Graeo, mercy, and 
peace, from God the Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

6 For this causo loft I thee in Crete, 
‘.hat thou shouldest Bet in order the 


things that are wanting, and ordain 
elders in every oity, as I had ap¬ 
pointed thee; 

6 If any bo blameless, the husband 
of one wife, having faithful children 
not accused of riot or unruly. 

7 For a bishop must bo blameless, 
as the steward of God; not solf-will- 
ed, not soon angry, not given to 
wine, no striker, not given to filthy 
lucre; 

8 But a lover of hospitality, a lover 
of good mon, sober, just, holy, tem¬ 
perate ; 

9 Holding fast the faithful word 
as he hath been Uught, that ho may 
ho able by sound dootrino both to 
exhoxt and to convince the gain- 
sayers. 

10 For thore are many unruly and 
vain talkers and deoeivers, speoially 
tbej of th j oirouiuoisiou , 
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11 Whose mouths must be stopped, 
who aubvort whole houses, teaching 
things which they ought not, for 
filthy lucre’s sake. 

12 One of themselves, even a pro¬ 
phet of their own, said, The Cretians 
are always liars, evil beaBts, slow 
bellies. 

13 This witness ib true. Wherefore 
rebake them sharply, that they may 
be sound in the faith; 

14 Not giving heed bo Jewish fables, 
and oommandments of men, that turn 
from the truth. 

15 Unto the pure, let all things be 
pure ; but unto them who are defiled 
and nnbelieving, nothing is pure; 
but even their mind and oonsoience 
is defiled. 

16 They profess that thoy know 
Sod; but in works they deny him, 
being abominable, and disobedient, 
and unto every good work reprobate. 

CHAPTER IL 

Directions far doctrine and life—The duty 
of saints —Second coming of Christ. 

UT speak thou the things which 
become sound doctrine; 

2 That the aged men bo sober, grave, 
temperate, sound in faith, in charity, 
in patience. 

3 The aged women, likewise, that 
they be in behaviour as becomeih 
holiness, not false aocusers, not giv¬ 
en to much wine, teachers of good 
things; 

4 That they may teach the young 
women to be sober, to love their 
husbands, to lovo their ohildron, 

5 To be disoreet, ohasto, keopers at 
home, good, obedient to their own 
husbands, that the word of God bo 
not blasphemed. 

0 Young men likewise exhort to be 
sober-minded. 

7 In all things showing thyself a 
pattern of good works; in doctrine 
showing uncorruptnoss, gravity, sin¬ 
cerity, 

8 Sound speeoh, that cannot be con¬ 
demned ; that he that is of the con¬ 
trary part may be ashamed, having 
no ovil thing to cay of you. 

9 Exhort servants to be obedient 
onto their own inastors, and to please 
them well in all things; not answer¬ 
ing again; 

10 Not purloining, but showing all 
good fidelity ; that they may adorn 


the doctrine of God our 6aviour It 
all things. 

11 For the grace of God which 
bringoth salvation to all men, bath 
appeared; 

12 Teaching us that, denying on 
godliness and worldly lusts, we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly, 
in this present world; 

13 Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of 'h« 
great God and our Saviour Jesni 
Christ; 

14 Who gave himself for us, that 
he might redeem us from all iniquity, 
and purify unto himself a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works. 

15 These things speak, and exhort, 
and rehuke with all authority. Let 
no man despise thee. 

CHAPTER ni. 

Civil ruler t to be honoured ax tuck — Of ra- 

generalion—Duties of joints —Of herchci. 
UT them in mind to be subject to 
principalities and powers, to obey 
magistrates, to bo ready to every goud 
work, 

2 To epoak evil of no man, to be 
no brawlers, but gentle, showing all 
meekness unto all men. 

3 For we ourselves also were some¬ 
time foolish, disobedient, deceived, 
sorving divers lusts and pleasures, 
living in malice and envy, hateful, 
and hating one another. 

4 But after that the kindness and 
love of God our Saviour toward man 
appeared, 

5 Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but according 
to his mercy be saved us, by the 
washing of regeneration, and renew¬ 
ing of tho lloly Ghost; 

6 Which he shed on us abundautly 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour; 

7 That being justified by his grace, 
wo should he made heirs according to 
the hope of eternal life. 

3 This is 8 'hithful saying, and these 
things I will that thou affirm con¬ 
stantly, that they which have be¬ 
lieved in God might bo careful to 
maintain good works. These thingi 
aro good and profitable unto men. 

9 But avoid foolish questions, and 
genealogies, and contentions, and 
strivings about tho law; for they 
are unprofitable and vain. 

10 A mau that is a heretic, after

the first and second admonition, re¬ 
ject; 

11 Knowing tbal he that is such is 
subverted, and smooth, being con¬ 
demned of himself. 

12 When 1 shall send Artemaa unto 
thee, orTychicus, be diligent to come 
unto me to Nicopolis ; for I have de¬ 
termined there to winter. 

13 Bring Zenas the lawyer and 
Apolloa on their journey diligently, 
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that nothing be wanting unto 
them. 

14 And let ours also learn to main¬ 
tain good works for neoessary uses, 
that they bo not unfruitful. 

16 All that are with me salute thee. 
Greet them that love ua in the faith. 
Grace be with you all. Amen.

Master and servant one in Christ. 
AUL, a prisoner of Josua Christ, 
and Timothy our brother, unto 
Philemon our dearly beloved, and 
fellow-lubourc r, 

2 And to our beloved Apphia, and 
Archippus our fellow-soldier, and to 
the church iu tby house; 

3 Grace to yon, and peace from 
God our Father and the Lord Jesus 
ChriBt. 

4 I thank my God, making men¬ 
tion of thee at way b in my prayers, 

5 IIoaring of thy love and faith, 
whioh thou haBt toward the Lord 
Jesus, and toward all saints; 

6 That tho communication of thy 
faith may become effectual by the 
acknowledging of every good thing 
which is in you in Christ Josua. 

7 For wo liovo great joy and conso¬ 
lation in thy love, bccauso the bowols 
of the saints me refreshed by thee, 
brother. 

8 Wherefore, though I might be 
muoh bold in Christ to enjoin thee 
that whioh is convenient, 

9 Yet for love’s sake I rather be¬ 
seech thee, boing such a one as Paul 
the aged, and now also a prisonor of 
Jesus Christ. 

10 1 beseeoh thee for my son One- 
simus, whom 1 have begotten in my 
bonds; 

11 Whioh in time past was to thee 
unprofitable, but now profitable to 
thee and lo mo ; 

12 Wb om I have sent again ; thou 
therefore receive him, that is, mine 
own bowels; 

13 Whom I would have retained 


with me, that in thy stead he might 
have ministered unto me in the bonds 
of tho gospel; 

14 But without thy mind would I 
do nothing; that thy benefit Bhould 
not be as it were of necessity, bat 
willingly. 

15 For perhaps he therefore depart¬ 
ed for a season, that thou shoiudeBt 
receive him for ever; 

16 Not now as a servant, but above 
a servant, a brother beloved, specially 
to me, but how much more unto thee, 
both in the flesh, and in the Lord 7 

17 If thou count me therefore a 
partner, receive him as myself. 

18 If he hath wronged thee, or 
oweth thee aught, put that on mine 
account; 

19 I Paul have written it with 
mine own hand, I will repay it; 
albeit I do not say to thee how thou 
owest unto me even thine own self 
besides. 

20 Yea, brother, let me have Joy of 
thee in the Lord; refresh my bowels 
in the Lord. 

21 Having confidence In thy obe¬ 
dience I wrote unto thee, knowing 
tbat thou wilt also do more than I say. 

22 But withal prepare mo also a 
lodging; for I trust that through 
your prayers I shall be given unto you. 

23 There salute thee Epaphras, my 
fellow-prisoner in Christ Jesus ; 

24 Marcus, Aristarchus, Demas, 
Luoas, my follow-labourers. 

25 The grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ be with you. Amen.

THE EPISTLE OF PAUL THE APOSTLE TO THE 

HEBREWS. 


CHAPTER I. 

IV per tonality of Ood—Christ preferred 

abme the angels—The heaven and earth to 

be changed. 

OD, who at Bundry times and in 
divers manners spake in time 
past unto the fathers by the prophets, 

2 Hath in theso last days spoken 
onto us by his Son, whom he hath 
appointed heir of all things, by whom 
also ho made the worlds; 

3 Who being the brightness of his 
glory, and the express image of his 
person, and upholding all things by 
the word of his power, when he had 
by himself purged our sins, sat down 
on the right hand of tho Majesty on 
high; 

4 Being mado so much better than 
the angels, as he hath by inheritance 
obtained a more excellent name than 
they. 

5 For unto which of tho angels said 
he at any time, Thou art my Son, 
this day havo I bogotten thee? And 
again, I will be to him a Father, and 
he shall be to me a Son ? 

6 And again, when he bringeth in 
the first-begotten into the world, ho 
saith, And let all the angols of Ood 
worship him, who maketh his minis¬ 
ters as a flame of fire. 

7 And of the angels he saith, Angols 
are ministering spirits. 

8 But unto the Son ho saith, Thy 
throne, 0 God, is for ever and ever; 
a scoptre of righteousness is the 
sceptre of thy kingdom. 

9 Thou hast loved righteousness, 
and hated iniquity; therefore God, 
even thy God, hath anointed thee 
with the oil of gladness above thy 
fellows. 

10 And, Thou, Lord, in tho begin¬ 
ning hast laid the foundation of the 
earth ; and the heavens are the works 
of thine hands. 

11 They shall perisb, but thou re- 
mainest; and they all shall wax old 
as doth a garment; 

12 And as a vestnre shall thon fold 
them up, and they shall be changed; 
bot thou art tho same, and thy years 
•hall not fail. 


13 But to which of the angels said 
ho at any time, Sit on my right hand, 
until I make thine enemies thy foot¬ 
stool ? 

14 Are they not all ministering 
spirits, sent forth to minister for 
them who shall be heirs of salvo- 
tion ? 

CFIAPTER II. 

The xacrid to come — Man's inheritance —/V- 

fection attained through ruffering — Obed i 

atce to Christ enforced from his example. 
IIEREFORE we ought to give 
the more earnest heed to the 
things which we have heard, lest at 
any time we should let them slip. 

2 For if the word spoken by angola 
was steadfast, and every transgres¬ 
sion and disobedience received a just 
recompense of reward; 

3 How shall we escape, if we neg¬ 
lect so great salvation ; which at the 
first began to be Rpoken by the Lord, 
and was confirmed unto us by them 
that heard him ; 

4 God also bearing them witness, 
both with signs and wonders, and 
with divere miracles, and gifts of the 
Holy Ghost, according to his own 
will ? 

5 For unto the angels hath he not 
put in subjeolion the world to come, 
whereof wo speak. 

6 But one in a certain place testi¬ 
fied, saying, What is man, that thou 
art mindful of him 7 or the son of 
man, that thou visilcst him ? 

7 Thou madeei him a little lower 
than tho angels ; thou orownedst him 
with glory and honour, and didst set 
him over tho works of thy hands; 

8 Thou hast put all things iD sub¬ 
jection under nis feet. For in that 
he put all in subjection under him, 
he left nothing that is not put under 
him. But now we see not yet all 
things put under him. 

9 But we see Jesus, who was made 
a little lower than the angels for the 
suffering of death, crowned with glory 
and honour; that he by the grace of 
God should taste death for every mau. 

10 For it beoame him, for whom 
are all things, and by whom are aP 
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things, in bringing many sons unto 
glory, to make the captain of their 
salvntion perfect through sufferings. 

11 For both ho that sanctiQcth and 
they who are sanctified are all of ono; 
for which oause ho is not ashamed to 
call them brethren, 

12 Saying, I will declare thy name 
anto my brethren, in the midst of 
the jhuroh will I sing praise unto 
thee. 

13 And again, I will put my trust 
in him. And again, Behold I and 
the children which God hath given 
me. 

14 Forasmuch then as the children 
are partakers of flesh and blood, he 
also himself likewise took part of tho 
same; that through death ho might 
destroy him that had the power of 
death, that is, the devil; 

15 And deliver them, who through 
fear of death wero all their lifetime 
subjocl to bondage. 

16 For verily, he took not ou him 
the likeness of angels; but he took on 
him tho seed of Abraham. 

17 Whcrcforo in all things it be¬ 
hooved him to be made like unto his 
brethron, that ho might bo a merci¬ 
ful and faithful high priest in thinge 
pertaining to God, to make reconci¬ 
liation for the sins of the people. 

18 For in that he himself hath suf¬ 
fered being tempted, ho is able to 
succour them that are tempted. 

CIIAPTKlt HI. 

Christ mart worthy Otan Hosts—Duty to 
hear him. 

W HEREFORE, holy brethren, 
partakers of tho heavenly call¬ 
ing, oonsidcr tho Apostle and High 
Priost of our profession, Christ Josus; 

2 Who was faithful to him that ap- 

f ointed him, as also Moses was faitu- 
ul in all his house. 

3 For he was counted worthy of 
more glory than Mosos, inasmuch as 
he who hath builded tho house hath 
more honour than the house. 

4 For every house is builded by 
some man; but ho that built all 
things is God. 

5 And Moses vorily was faithful in 
all his houso as a servant, for a testi¬ 
mony of those things which woro to 
bo spoken after; 

6 But Christ as a son over bis own 
house: In isc bouse are we, if we 
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hold fast the confidence and tho re¬ 
joicing of tho hope firm unto the end. 

7 Whcrcforo as the Ilolj Ghost 
saith, To-day if ye will hear his voice, 

8 Harden not your hearts, as in the 
provocation, in the day of temptation 
in tho wilderness; 

9 When your fathers tempted me, 
proved mo, and saw my works forty 
years. 

10 Whorofore I was grieved with 
that generation, and said, They do 
always err in thoir heart; and they 
have not known my ways. 

11 So I swaro in my wrath, They 
shall not enter into my rest. 

12 Tako hood, brethren, lost there 
be in any of you an evil heart of uu- 
beliof, in departing from the living 
God. 

13 But exhort one another daily, 
while it is calle'd To-day; lest any 
of you bo hardened through the de- 
coitfulnoss of sin. 

14 For wo aro made partakers of 
Christ, if wc hold the beginning of 
our confidonoe steadfast unto the 
end; 

15 Whilo it is said, To-day if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your hearts, 
as in tho provocation. 

16 For some, when they had heard, 
did provoke; howbeit not all that 
came out of Egypt by Moses. 

17 But with whom was he grieved 
forty years? was it not with them 
that had sinnod, whose carcasses fell 
in tho wildorness ? 

18 And to whom swaro he that they 
should not enter into his rest, but 
to them that helieved not? 

19 So we see that they oould not 
onter in because of unbelief. 

CHAPTER IV. 

7V rest of saints attained by faith — The 
power of God's word—Oter high priest, 
Jesus, the Son of God. 

ET us therefore fear, lost, a pro- 
miso being left us of entering 
into hi9 rest, any of you should seem 
to como short of it. 

2 For unto us was the rest preached, 
as well as unto them ; but the word 

roaohed did not profit them, not 
oing mixed with faith in them that 
heard it. 

3 For we who have believed do 
enlor into rest, as he Bnid, As I have 
•worn in my wrath, If they harden

their hearts they shall not enter into 
my rest ; also, I have sworn, If they 
will not harden their hearts, they 
shall enter into my rest; although 
the works of God were prepared, (or 
finished,) from the foundation of the 
world. 

4 For he spake in a certain place 
of the seventh day on this wise, And 
God did rest the seventh day from all 
his works. 

6 And in this place again, If they 
harden not their hearts they shall 
enter into my rest. 

6 Seeing therefore it remaineth that 
some must enter therein, and they to 
whom it was first preached entered 
not in because of unbelief; 

7 Again, he limiteth a certain day, 
saying in David, To-day, after so 
long a timo; as it is Baid, To-day if 
ye will hear his voice, harden not 
your hearts. 

8 For if Jesus had given them rest, 
then would he not afterward have 
spoken of another day. 

9 There remaineth therefore a rest 
to the people of God. 

10 For he that is entered into his 
rest, he also hath ceased from his own 
works, as God did from his. 

11 Let us labour therefore to enter 
into that rest, lest any man fall after 
the same example of unbelief. 

12 For the word of God is quiok, 
and powerful, and sharper than any 
two-edged sword, piercing even to 
the dividing asunder of body and 
spirit, and of the joints and marrow, 
and is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart. 

13 Neither is there any orealure 
that is not manifest in bis sight; but 
all things are naked and opened unto 
the eyes of him with whom we have 
to do. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high priest, that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let 
is hold fast our profession, 

15 For we have not a high priest 
which cannot be touched with the 
reeling of our infirmities ,* but was 
® all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly 
onto the throne of grace, that we 
nay obtain meroy, and find grace to 
help in time of need. 


CHAPTER V 
Of the priathooa. 

F OR every high priest taken from 
among men is ordained for men 
in things pertaining to God, that he 
may offer both gifts and sacrifices for 
Sins; 

2 Who can have compassion on the 
ignorant, and on them that are out 
of the way; for that he himself also 
is compassed with infirmity. 

3 And by reason hereof he ought, 
as for Lhe people, so also for himsslf 
to offer for sins. 

4 And no man taketh this honou. 
unto himself, but he that is called of 
God, as was Aaron. 

5 So also Christ glorified not him- 
self to be made a high priest; but he 
that said unto him. Thou art my Son, 
to-day havo I begotten thee. 

6 As he saith also in another place, 
Thou art a priest for ever after the 
order of Mclchiscdec. 

7 (Wto in the days of his flesh, 
when he had offered up prayers and 
supplications with strong crying and 
tears unto him that was able to save 
him from death, and was heard in 
that he feared; 

8 Though he were a son, yet learn¬ 
ed he obedience by the things which 
he suffered.) 

9 And heing made perfect, he be¬ 
came the author of eternal salvation 
unto all them that obey him; 

10 Called of God a high priest after 
the order of Mclchiscdec. 

11 Of whom we have many things 
to say, and hard to be ottered, seeing 
ye are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought 
to be teachers, ye have need that 
one teach you again which be tho 
first principles of the oracles of God; 
and are become such as have need 
of milk, and not of strong meat. 

13 For every one that ueeth milk 
is unskilful in the word of righteous¬ 
ness; for he is a babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth to 
them that arc of full age, even thoso 
who by reason of use have their sensei 
exercised to discern both good and evil. 


CnAPTRR VI. 

Principle* of the doctrine of thrift—The rr- 
stitution—The twety of Qopromits. 

T HEREFORE not leaving iheprin- 
oiploa of the dootrine of Christ, 
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let us go on unto perfection ; not lay¬ 
ing again the foundation of repent¬ 
ance from dead works, and of faith 
toward God, 

2 Of tho doclrino of baptisms, of 
laying on of hands, and of the rcBur- 
rcotiun of tho dead, and of eternal 
judgment. 

3 And we will go on unto perfootion 
if God permit. 

4 For ho hath made it lmpossiblo 
for those who were once enlightened, 
and have tasted of the heavenly gift, 
and wore made partakers of the Holy 
Ghost, 

5 And have tastod the good word 
of God, and tho powers of tbe world 
to come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to he re¬ 
newed again unto repontance; see¬ 
ing they crucify unto themselves the 
Son of God afresh, and put him to 
an open shame. 

7 For the day oometh that the earth 
which drinketh in tho rain that oom¬ 
eth oft upon it, and bringoth forth 
herbs meet for them who dwellcth 
theroon, by whom it is dressed, who 
now recoivoth blessings from God, 
shall bo cleansed with Are. 

8 For that which boarolh thorns 
and briers is rejected, and is nigh 
unto oursing; therefore they who 
bring not forth good fruits, shall be 
oast into the fire; for thoir end is to 
be burnod. 

9 But, boloved, wo are persuaded of 
better things of you, and things that 
uooompany salvation, though wo thus 
speak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous, 
therefore he will not forgot your work 
and labour of love, which ye have 
showed toward his name, in that yo 
have ministered to the saints, and do 
minister. 

11 And wo desire that every one of 
yon do show the same diligonoe to 
the full aseuranoe of hope unto the 
end; 

12 That ye be not slothful, but fol¬ 
lowers of them who through faith 
and pationoe inherit the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to 
Abraham, booauso he ooula swear by 
no groater, he swaro by himsolf, 

14 Saying, Surely blcsBing I will 
bless thee, and multiplying I will 
multiply thee. 
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15 And so, after he had patiently 
endured, ho obtained the promise. 

1C For men verily swear by the 
greater; and an oath for confirma¬ 
tion is to them an end of all strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun¬ 
dantly to 9how unto the heirs of pro- 
miso the immutability of his counsel, 
confirmed it by an oath; 

18 That by two immutable things, 
in which it was impossible for God 
to lie, we might have a strong con¬ 
solation, who have fled for rofuge to 
lay hold upon the hope set before 
us; 

19 Which hope we have as an an¬ 
chor of the soul, both Bore and stead¬ 
fast, and which entereth into that 
within tho veil; 

20 Whither the forerunner is for us 
entored, even Jesus, made an high 
priest for ever after the order of Mel- 
ohisedec. 

C1IAPTKR VII. 

Of the Melchiscdec and Aaronic priesthood. 
OR this Melchisodcc, king of 
Salem, priest of the most high 
God, who mol Abraham returning 
from the slaughter of the kings, and 
blessed him ; 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by in¬ 
terpretation King of righteousness, 
ana after that also King of Salem, 
which is. King of peace; 

3 For this Melchisedoo was ordained 
a priest after the order of the Son of 
God, which order was without father, 
without mother, without descent, 
having neither beginning of days, 
nor end of life. And all those who 
are ordained unto this priesthood 
aro made like unto the Son of God, 
ahiding a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriaroh 
Abraham gave the tenth of the 
spoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the 
eons of Levi, who receive tho offioe 
of tho priesthood, have a command¬ 
ment to take tithes of tho people 
according to the law, that is, of their 
brothren, though they oome out of 
the loins of Abraham; 

A But he whose descent is not 
counted from them received tithes 
of Abraham, and blessed him that 
had the promises. 
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7 And without all contradiction the 
leas is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive 
tithes; but there he reoeiveth them, 
of whom it is witnessed that he 
liveth. 

9 And as I may bo Hay, Levi also, 
who reoeiveth tithes, paid tithes in 
Abraham. 

10 For ho was yet in the loins of 
his father, when Mclchisedeo met 
him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by 
the Levitical priesthood, (for under 
it tho people received the law,) what 
further need was there that another 
priest should rise after tho order of 
Melchiscdec, and not be called after 
the order of Aaron ? 

12 For tho priesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change 
also of the law. 

13 For he of whom theso things aro 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, 
of which no man gave attendance at 
the altar. 

14 For it is evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Juda; of which tribe 
Moses spake nothing oonccrning 
priesthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident; 
for that after the similitude of Mel- 
chiscdeo there ariseth another priest, 

16 Who iB made, not after the law 
of a carnal commandment, but after 
the power of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth. Thou art a 
priest for evor after the order of Mel- 
ohisedec. 

18 For there is verily a disannul¬ 
ling of the oommandment going be¬ 
fore, for the weakness and unprofit¬ 
ableness thereof. 

19 For the law was administered 
without an oath and made nothing 
perfeot, but was only the bringing in 
of a better hope; by the whioh we 
draw nigh unto God. 

20 Inasmuch as this high priest was 
not without an oath, by so muoh was 
Jesus made the surety of a better 
testament. 

21 (For those priests were made 
without an oath; but this with an 
oath by him that said unto him, The 
Lord sware and will not repent. Thou 
art a priest for ever after the order 
of Melohisedeo;) 

22 And they truly were many prioats. 


because they were not suffered to oon- 
tinue by reason of death; 

23 But this man, because he oon- 
tinaeth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 

24 Wherefore ho is able also to save 
them to tho uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth to 
make intercession for them. 

25 For such an high priest became 
us, who is holy, harmless, urdefiled, 
separate from sinners, and made ruler 
over the heavens; 

26 And not aB those high priests 
who offered up sacrifice daily, first 
for their own sins, and then for the 
sins of the people; for ho needeth 
not offer sacrifice for his own sins, for 
he know no sins; but for the sins of 
tho people. And this he did once, 
whon he offered up himself. 

27 For the law maketh men high 
priosts which have infirmity ; but the 
word of the oath, which was since 
the"law, maketh the Son, who is con¬ 
secrated for evermore. 

CUAPTER VIM. 

Of the priesthood .— The new covenant. 
OW of the things which we have 
spoken this is the sum ; we have 
such a high priest, who is set on the 
right hand of tho throne of the 
Majesty in the heavens; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, whioh the Lord 
pitohed, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained 
to offer gifts and sacrifices; where¬ 
fore it is of necessity that this man 
have somewhat also to offer. 

4 Therefore while he was on the 
earth, he offered for a sacrifice his 
own life for the sins of the people. 
Now every priest under the law, 
must needs offer gifts, or saerifiaes, 
according to the law; 

5 Who serve unto the example and 
shadow of heavenly things, as Moses 
was admonished of God when he was 
about to make the tabornaole; for, 
See, saith he, that thou make all 
thiogs aooordiug to the pattern show¬ 
ed to thee in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent ministry, by how much also 
he is the mediator of a better cove¬ 
nant, which was established upon 
bettor promises. 
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7 For if that firat covenant had been 
faultless, then should no plaoe have 
been sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he 
saith, Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, when I will make a new 
oovenant with the house of Israel 
and with the house of Judah ; 

9 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers, in tho 
day when I took them by the hand to 
lead thorn out of Iho land of Egypt; 
beoanee they continued not in my 
covenant, and I regarded thorn not, 
saith the Lord. 

10 For this is the oovenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel 
alter those days, saith the Lord; I 
will put my laws into their mind, and 
write them in their hearts; and I will 
be to thorn a Qod, and they shall be 
to me a people; 

11 And thoy shall not teaeh ovory 
man his neighbour, and every man 
his brother, saying, Know the Lord; 
for all shall know me, from the least 
to the greatest. 

12 For I will be meroiful to thoir 
unrighteousness, and their sins and 
their iniquities will I remember no 
more. 

13 In that he saith, A new covenant, 
he hath made the first old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxelh old is 
ready to vanish away. 

CHAPTER IX. 

Ordinance* of the firtl covenant—Man per¬ 
fected fry the new corma.nl. 

IIKN verily the first covonanthad 
also ordinances of divine service, 
aod a worldly sanotuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle mado; 
the first, wherein wob tho candlestick, 
and tho table, and tho show-bread ; 
which is called the sanotuary. 

3 And after the second veil, the 
laberuaole which is onltod the holiest 
of all; 

4 Whioh had the golden oenser, and 
the ark of the oovenant overlaid 
round about with gold, whorein was 
tho golden pot that had manna, and 
Aaron’s roa that budded, and the 
tables of the covenant; 

5 And over it the cherubim of glory 
shadowing the moroy-seat; of whioh 
wo cannot now speak particularly. 

6 Now when these things were thaa 
ordained, the priests went always Into 


the first tabernaole, accomplishing 
the servioe of Qod. 

7 But into the seoond went the high 
priest alone once every year, not 
without blood, whioh ho offered for 
himself, and for the errors of the 
people; 

8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, 
that this way into the holiost of all 
was not yet made manifest, while as 
yet the first tabernaole was standing; 

9 Which waB a figure for the time 
then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the service 
porfect, as pertaining to the con¬ 
science ; 

10 Which ooDBisted only in meats 
and drinks, and divers washings, and 
carnal ordinances, imposed on them 
until the time of reformation. 

11 But Chriet being come a high 
priest of good LhingB to come, by a 
greater and more perfect tabernaole, 
not mado with hands, th&t is to say, 
not of this building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood he 
entered in onoo into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 
for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sprinkling the nnolean, sanotifioth to 
the purifying of the flesh ; 

H How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot to 
G od, purge your eonsoience from 
dead works to serve tho living God f 

15 And for this cause he is the 
mediator of the new oovenant, that 
by means of death, for the redemption 
of the transgressions that were under 
the first oovonant, they which are 
called might receive the promise of 
eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a oovenant is, there 
must also of necessity be the death of 
the victim. 

17 For a oovenant Is of foroe after 
the viotim is dead ; otherwise it is of 
no strength at all while the viotim 
livoth. 

18 Whereupon neither the firat oo¬ 
vonant was dedicated wilhont blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken 
every precept to all the people ao- 
oordlng to the law, he took the blood 
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of oalves and of goats, with water, 
and soarlet wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book and all the 
people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood of the 
ooTenant which God hath enjoined 
onto yon. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled likewise 
with blood both the tabernacle, and 
all the vessels of the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are by the 
law purged with blood; and without 
shedding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the heavens 
should be purified with these; but 
the heavenly things themselves with 
better sacrifices than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear in 
the presence of God for us; 

25 Nor yet that ho should offer him¬ 
self often, as the high priest entcreth 
into the holy place every year with 
blood of others; 

26 For then must he often have 
suffered since the foundation of the 
world; but now once in the meridian 
of time hath ho appeared to put away 
sin by the Baorifico of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men 
onoe to die, hut after this the judg¬ 
ment ; 

28 So Christ was once offered to 
hear the sins of many; and he shall 
appear the second time, without sin 
unto salvation unto them that look 
for him. 

CHAPTER X. 

The weakness of the law — The sacrifice of 

Christ — An exhortation to hold fast the 

faith. 

OR the law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not the 
very image of tho things, can never 
with those sacrifices, which they 
offered continually, make the comers 
thereunto perfect. 

2 For then would they not have 
eeased to be offered 7 because that 
the worshippers onoe purged should 
have had no more conscience of 
sins. 

3 But in thoso sacrifices there is a 
reinembrnnoo again mado of sins 
every year. 

4 For it is not possible that the 


blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. 

5 Wherefore, when he cometh into 
the world, he eaith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldest not, but a 
body hast thou prepared me; 

6 In burnt offerings and sacrifices 
for sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of 
me) to do thy will, 0 God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and of¬ 
fering for sin thou wouldest not, nei¬ 
ther hadst pleasure therein; which 
are offered by the law; 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will, 0 God. He taketh away the 
first, that he may establish the second. 

10 By which will we are sanctified 
through the offering once of the body 
of Jesus Christ. 

11 And every priest standelh daily 
ministering ana offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins; 

12 But this man, after he bad offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat 
down on the right hand of God; 

13 From henceforth to reign until 
his enemies be made his footstool. 

14 For by one offering he hath per¬ 
fected for ever them that are sano- 
tified. 

15 Whereof the Holy Gboet also is 
a witness to us ; for after that he had 
said before, 

16 This is the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, 
saith the Lord; I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them ; 

17 And their sinB and iniquities will 
I remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin. 

19 Ilaving therefore, brethren, bold 
ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, 

20 By a new and living way, whioh 
ho hath consecrated for ns, through 
the veil, that is to say, his flesh; 

21 And having snob an high priest 
over tho house of God ; 

22 Let us draw near with a true 
heart id full assurance of faith, bav 
ing our hearts sprinkled from nn evil 
conscience, and our bodies washed 

'with pure water. 
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23 Let us hold fast tho profession of 
our faith without wavoring; for he 
is faithful that promised; 

24 And let us consider one another 
to provoke unto love and to good 
worlia ; 

25 Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the mannor of 
some is; but exhorting one another; 
and so muoh the more, as ye see the 
day approaching. 

20 For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledge of 
the truth, there remaineth no more 
sacrifice for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall dovour the adversaries. 

28 Ho that despised Mosos’ law died 
without mercy undor two or three 
witnesses; 

29 Of how muoh sorer punishment, 
suppose yo, shall be bo tnoughl wor¬ 
thy, who hath trodden undor foot tho 
Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith he 
was sanctified, an unholy thing, and 
hath dono dospito unto the Spirit of 
grace ? 

30 For we know him that hath snid, 
Vcngeanoo belongoth unto me, I will 
rooompense, saith the Lord. And 
again, The Lord shall judge his 
people. 

31 It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembranoe the 
former days, in whioh, nflcr ye were 
illuminated, yo ondured a groat fight 
of afllictions; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazing-stock both by reproaches and 
afiliolions ; and partly, whilst ye be¬ 
came companions of them that were 
so used. 

34 For ye had compassion of mo in 
my bonds, and took joyfully the spoil¬ 
ing of your goods, knowing in your¬ 
selves that yo havo in heaven a hotter 
and an enduriog substanoo, 

35 Cast not away therefore your 
oonfidecso, which hath groat reoom- 
ponse of reward. 

30 For yo have ncod of p&lionoe, 
that, after yo have done the will of 
God, yo might receivo tho promise. 

37 For yet a little while, and he that 
shall dome will come, and will not 
tarry. 
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38 Now the just shall live by faith , 
but if any man draw back, my soul 
shall have no pleasure in him. 

39 But we are not of them who 
draw back unto perdition; but of 
them that believe to the saving of 
the soul. 

CHAPTER XI. 

Faith and tfufntiU Ihrrtof. 

OW faith is the assuranoe of 
things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen. 

2 For by it the elders obtained a 
good report. 

3 Through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed by the 
word of God, so that things whioh 
are seen were not made of things 
which do appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered onto God a 
more excollent sacrifice than Cain, hy 
whioh he obtainod witness that he 
was righteous, God testifying of his 
gifts; and by it he being doad yet 
Hpeaketh. 

5 By faith Knooh was translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not found, because God had 
translated him; for before his trans¬ 
lation he had this testimony, that 
he pleased God. 

0 But without faith it Is impossible 
to please him; for he that oometh 
to God must believe that he is, and 
that ho is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him. 

7 By faith Noah, being warned of 
God of things not seen as yet, movet 
with fear, propared an ark to th( 
saving of his house; by the whioh 
he oondemned the world, and beoams 
heir of tho righteousness whioh is by 
faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place whioh 
he should after rooeive for an in¬ 
heritance, oboyed ; and ho went out, 
not knowing whither he wont. 

6 By faith he sojourned in the land 
of promise, as in a strange oountry, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaao 
and Jaoob, the heirs with him of tlu 
same promise; 

10 For he looked for a oity whioh 
hath foundations, whoso buildor and 
maker is God. 

11 Through faith also Sarah hor- 
self reooivod strength to oonooive 
seed, and was delivered of a child 
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when ehe was past ago, because she 
judged him faithful who had pro¬ 
mised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even of 
one, and him as good as doad, as 
many as the stars of the sky in mul¬ 
titude, and as the sand which is hy 
the soa-shoro innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not hav¬ 
ing received the promises, but having 
seen them afar off, and were persuad¬ 
ed of them, and embraced them, and 
oonfessed that they were strangers 
and pilgrims on tho earth. 

14 For they that say suoh things 
deolare plainly that they seek a 
oountry. 

15 And truly, if they had been 
mindful of that country from whonce 
they came out, thoy might have had 
opportunity to have returned. 

16 But now they desire a hotter 
oountry, that is, a heavenly; where¬ 
fore God is not ashamed to be called 
their God; for ho hath preparod for 
them a city. 

17 By faith Ahraham, when he 
was tried, offered up Isaac; and he 
that had received the promises offer¬ 
ed up his only begotten son, 

18 Of whom it was said, That in 
Isaac shall thy seed be called ; 

19 Accounting that God was able 
to raise him up, even from the dead ; 
from whence also he received him in 
a figure. 

20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was 
a-dying, blessed both tho eons of 
Joseph; and worshipped, leaning 
upon the top of his staff. 

22 By faitn Joseph, when he died, 
made mention of the departing of tho 
children of Israel; and gave com¬ 
mandment conooming his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when ho was 
born, was hid three months of his 
parentB, because they saw that he 
was a peculiar child; and they wore 
not afraid of the king’s command¬ 
ment. 

24 By faith Moses, whon he was 
come to years of disoretion, refused 
to be called tho eon of Pharaoh’s 
daughter ; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer affiio- 
tion with tho poople of God, than to 
enjoy tho pleasures of sin fora season; 


26 Esteeming the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt; for he had respect unto the 
recompense of the roward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king; for 
he endured, as seeing him who is in¬ 
visible. 

28 Through faith he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of hlood, 
lest he that destroyed the first-born 
should touch them. 

29 By faith they passed through 
the Red sea as by ary laud; which 
the Egyptians assaying to lo were 
drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jerioho fell 
down, after they were compassed 
ahout seven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Rahab pe¬ 
rished not with them that believed 
not, when she had received the spies 
with peace. 

32 And what shall I more say? for 
the time would fail me to tell of 
Gideon, and of Barak, and of Sam¬ 
son, and of Jephthah; of David also, 
and Samuel, and more of the pro¬ 
phets ; 

33 Who through faith subdned king¬ 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtain¬ 
ed promisos, stopped the mouths of 
lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of tho sword, out 
of weakness were made strong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to Sight the 
armies of tho aliens. 

35 Women received their dead 
raised to life again ; and others were 
tortured, not accepting deliverance; 
that they might ootain tho first re¬ 
surrection ; 

36 And others had trial of oruel 
luookings and ecourgings, yea, more¬ 
over of bonds and iinpriflonmont; 

37 They were stoned, they were 
sawn asunder, wore tempted, were 
slain with the Bword; they wandered 
about in sheepskins and goatskins; 
being destitute, afflicted, tormented; 

38 Of whom the world wae not 
worthy; thoy wandered in deserts, 
and in mountains, and in dena aud 
oaves of the earth. 

39 And these all, haring obtained 
a good report through faith, received 
not the promises; 

40 Goa having provided 9omo bet- 
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ter things for them llirough their suf¬ 
ferings, for without Bufferings they 
could not bo raado perfect. 

CHAPTER XIL 

An exhortation to constant faith, patient*, 
and godliness—The new covenant better 
than the. oUl. 

W HEREFORE, seeing we also 
are compassed about with bo 
great a oloud of witnesses, let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth bo easily besot ub, and let us run 
with paticnoe the nice that is sot be¬ 
fore us, 

2 Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith; who for i 
the joy that was set before him en¬ 
dured tho cross, despising the shame, 
and is Bet down at the right hand of 
the throne of God. 

3 For consider him that endured 
such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest yo bo wearied and faiDt 
in your minds. 

4 Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. 

5 And ye have forgotten tho exhort¬ 
ation which Bpcaketh unto you as 
unto children, My son, despise not 
thou the ohaHtcning of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art rebuked of him ; 

8 For whom the Lord loveth ho 
ohaBtenoth, and soourgeth every son 
whom ho receiveth. 

7 If yo endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons; for 
what son is ho whom tho fathor 
ebastoneth not ? 

8 But if ye be without chastise¬ 
ment, whereof all are partakers, then 
are yo bastards, and not sons. 

0 Furthermore, we have had fathors 
of our floBh which corrected us, and 
we gavo them reverence; shall wo 
not much rather bo in subjection un¬ 
to the Father of spirits, and live ? 

10 For they verily for n few days 
ohasloned us After tboir own plea¬ 
sure ; but ho for our profit, that we 
might bo partakers of nis holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the pro- 
■ent seemotli to be joyous, but griev¬ 
ous; nevertheless, afterward it yiold- 
eth the peaceable fruit of righteous¬ 
ness unto them which are exercised 
(hereby. 

12 Wherefore lift up the hands which 
hang down, mid ptmiglhen the feeble 
kneos ; 
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13 And make straight paths foi 
your feet, lest that whioh is lame be 
turned out of the way ; but let it ra¬ 
ther be healed. 

14 Follow penoe with all men, and 
holinoas, witnout whioh no man shall 
see the Lord j 

15 Looking diligently lest any man 
fail of the grooe of God; lest any 
root of bitterness springing up 
trouble you, and thereby maDy be de¬ 
filed ; 

16 Lest there be any fornicator, or 
profane person, &b Esau, who for 
one inorsol of meat sold his birth¬ 
right. 

17 For yo know how that afterward, 
when ho would have inherited tho 
Mossing, ho was rejected; for he 
found no place of repentance, though 
he sought it carefully with tears. 

18 For ye are not come unto the 
mount that might he touched, and 
that burned with fire, nor unto black¬ 
ness, and darkness, and tempest, 

19 And the sound of a trumpet, and 
the voice of words; which voice they 
that heard ontreatod that the word 
should not be spoken to them any 
moro; 

20 (For they could not endure that 
which was commanded, And if so 
muoh as a beast touch tho mountain, 
it shall bo stoned, or thrust through 
with a dart; 

21 And bo torrible was the sight, 
that Moses paid, I exceedingly fear 
and quako;) 

22 But ye are come unto mount 
Sion, and unto the city of the living 
God, tho heavenly Jerusalem, and to 
an innumerable company of angels, 

23 To tho general assembly and 
church of the first-born, whioh aro 
written in hoaven, and to God the 
Judge of all, and to the spirits of just 
men made perfeot, 

24 And to Jesus tho mediator of 
tho new covenant, and to the blood 
of sprinkling, that speakoth better 
things than that of Aoel. 

25 See that yo refuse not him that 
speakoth ; for if they escaped not who 
refused him that sp&ko on earth, 
much moro shall not we escape, if we 
turn away from him that speaketh 
from heaven; 

20 Whose voice then shook the 
earth; but now he hath promised, say 
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ing, Tut once more I shake not the 
earth only, but also heaven. 

27 And this word, Yet once more, 
signifieth the removing of those 
things that are shaken, as of things 
that are made, that those things 
which cannot bo shaken may remain. 

28 Whcrofore we receiving a king¬ 
dom which cannot be moved, let us 
have grace, whereby we should serve 
God acceptably with reverence and 
godly fear; 

29 For our God is a consuming fire. 

CHAPTER im. 

Admonition* as to charity, honesty, covets 
emmess ; in regard to preacher x, to avoid 
strange doctrines, to confess Christ , to give 
alms , to obey governors , to pray far the 
apostle . 

ET brotherly love continue. 

2 Be not forgetful to entertain 
strangers; for thereby some have 
entertained angels unawares. 

3 Remember them that are in bonds, 
as bound with thorn ; and thorn which 
suffer adversity, as being yourselves 
also of the body. 

4 Marriage is honourable in all, and 
the bod undefiled ; but whoromongers 
and adulterers God will judge. 

5 Let your consecrations be without 
covetousness,- and be content with 
giving suoh things as ye have; for he 
hath said, I will never leave thee, nor 
forsake thoo. 

6 So that wc may boldly say, The 
Lord is my helper, and I will not fear 
what man shall do unto me. 

7 Remember them which have the 
rule over you, who have spokon unto 
you the word of God; whose faith 
follow, considering the end of their 
conversation. 

8 Jesus Christ the same yestorday, 
and to-day, and for over. 

9 Be not oarried about with divers 
and strange doctrines; for it is a 
good thing that the heart be estab¬ 
lished with grace; not with meats, 
which have not profited thorn that 
have been occupied therein. 

10 We have an altar, whereof they 
have no right to oat whioh serve tbo 
tahernaole. 

11 F)r the bodioa of those beasts, 


whose blood is brought into the sano- 
tuary by the high priest for sin, are 
burned without tho camp. 

12 Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with hit 
own blood, suffered without the gate. 

13 Let us go forth therefore unto 
him without the camp, bearing hit 
reproach. 

14 For here have we no continuing 
city, but we Beek one to oome. 

15 By him therefore let ns offer the 
sacrifice of praiBe to God continually, 
that is, tho fruit of our lips, giving 
thanks to his name. 

16 But to do good and to oommnni 
cate forget not; for with such saori 
fices God is well pleased. 

17 Obey them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves; for 
they watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account, that they may 
do it with joy, and not with grief; 
for that is unprofitable for you. 

18 Pray for us; for we trust we 
have a good conscience, in all things 
willing to live honestly. 

19 But I beseech yon the rather to 
do this, that I may be restored to 
you the sooner. 

20 Now the God of peace, that 
brought again from the dead our 
Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of 
the sheep, through the blood of the 
everlasting covenant, 

21 Make you perfeot in every good 
work to do his will, working in yon 
that whioh iB well pleasing in his 
sight, through Jesus Christ; to whom 
be glory for ever and ever. Amen. 

22 And I beseech you, brethren, 
Buffer tho word of exhortation; for 
I havo written a letter unto you in 
few words. 

23 Know ye that our brother Timo¬ 
thy is set at liberty; with whom, if 
he come shortly, I will see you. 

24 Salute all them that have Uie 
rule over you, and all the aainU. 
They of Italy salute you. 

25 Grace bo with you all. Amen.

THE GENERAL EPISTLE OF 

JAMES. 


CHAPTER I. 

We art to rtgaice under the cross, to exercise 
patience — To ask wisdom of God—The law 
of liberty—Purt religion. 

J AMES, a servant of God and of 
the Lord JesuB ChriBt, to the 
twelve trihea which are scattered 
abroad, greeting. 

2 My brethren, count it all joy when 
ye fall into many afflictions; 

3 Knowing this, that the trying of 
your faith worketb patience, 

4 But let patience have its perfect 
work, that ye may bo perfect and en¬ 
tire, wanting nothing. 

5 If any of you lack wiBdom, lot 
him ask of God, that giveth to all 
men liberally, and upbraideth not; 
and it shall bo given him. 

6 But let him ask in faith, nothing 
wavering; for be that waveroth is 
like a wave of the eoa driven with 
the wind and tossed. 

7 For let not that man think that 
he shall receive any thing of the Lord. 

8 A doublo-mindod man is unstable 
in all his ways. 

9 Let the brother of low degree re¬ 
joice in that he is exalted; 

10 But the rich, in that he is made 
low; because as the flower of tho 
grass he shall pass away, 

11 For the Bun is no sooner rison 
with a burning heat, but it witheroth 
the grass, and the flower thereof fall- 
eth, and the grace of tho fashion of it 
perishoth; so also shall tho rich man 
fade away in his ways. 

12 Blessed is the man that resisteth 
temptation; for when he is tried, he 
shall roooive the orown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that 
love him. 

13 Let nc man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God; for 
God oannot bo tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man ; 

14 But evory man is tempted, whou 
ho is drawn away of his own lust, 
mid enticed. 

15 Then when lust hath conceived, 
it bringeth forth sin; and sin, when 
it is finished, bringoth forth doath. 

10 Do not err, my beloved hrethren. 


17 Every good gift and every per¬ 
fect gift is from above, and comcth 
down from the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither 
shadow of turning. 

18 Of his own will hegat he us with 
the word of truth, that we should he 
a kind of first-fruits of his oreatures. 

19 Wherefore, my helovcd hrethren, 
let every man be swift to boar, slow 
to speak, slow to wrath; 

20 For tho wrath of roan worketh 
not the righteousness of God. 

21 Wherefore lay aside all filthiness 
and superfluity of naughtiness, and 
receive with meekness the engrafted 
word, whioh is ahle to save your souls. 

22 But be ye doers of the word, and 
not hearers only, deceiving yonr own 
selves. 

23 For if any he a hearer of the 
word, and not a doer, he is like unto 
a man beholding his natural face in 
a glass ; 

24 For he boholdeth himself, and 
goeth his way, and straightway for- 
gottoth what manner of man he was. 

25 But whoso looketh into the per¬ 
fect law of liberty, and oontinucth 
therein, he being not a forgetful hear¬ 
er, but a door of the work, this man 
shall bo hlessed in his deed. 

26 If any man among you seem to 
be religious, and bridleth not his 
tongue, hut dccciveth his own heart, 
this man's religion is vain. 

27 Pure religion and nndeflled be¬ 
fore God and tho Father is this, To 
visit the fatherless and widows in 
their affliction, and to keep himself 
unspotted from tho vices of tho world. 

CHAPTER II. 

AhitA to be held without a respect to person* 
—Of faith and works. 

Y brethron, yo cannot have the 
fftith of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Lord of glory, and yet have re¬ 
spect to 

2 Now 

sembly a man with a gold ring, in 
goodly apparel, and there come in 
also a poor man in vile raimont; 

3 And ye have rospeot to him that 
wearetb the gay clothing, and say 
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persons, 
if there oome 


unto your as- 
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onto him, Sit thou here in a good 
place; and say to the poor, Stand thou 
there, or sit here under my footstool; 

4 Are ye not then in yourselves par¬ 
tial judges, and become evil in your 
thoughts ? 

5 Hearken, my beloved brethren, 
Hath not God chosen the poor of 
this world rich in faith, and noire of 
the kingdom whioh he hath promised 
to them that love him? 

6 But ye have despised the poor. 
Do not rich men oppress you, and 
draw you before the judgment-seats ? 

7 Do not they blaspheme that wor¬ 
thy name by the which ye arc oalled ? 

8 If ye fulfil tho royal law accord¬ 
ing to the soripture, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself, ye do well; 

9 But if ye have respect to persons, 
ye commit sin, and are convinced of 
the law as transgressors. 

10. For whosoever shall, save in one 
point, keep tho wholo law, he is guilty 
of all. 

11 For he that said, Do not commit 
adultery, said also, Do not kill. Now 
if thou commit no adultery, yet if 
thou kill, thou art become a trans¬ 
gressor of the law. 

12 So speak ye, and so do, as they that 
shall be judged by the law of liberty. 

13 For he shall have judgment 
without mercy, that hath showed no 
meroy; and mercy rejoiceth against 
judgment. 

14 What profit is it, my brethren, 
for a man to say he hath faith, and 
hath not works? can faith snvo him? 

15 Yea, a man may say, I will show 
thee I have faith without works,' but 
I say. Show me thy faith without 
works, and I will Bhow thee my faith 
by my works. 

16 For if a brother or sister be 
naked and destitute, and one of you 
say, Depart in peace, be warmed and 
filled; notwithstanding he give not 
those things which are needful to the 
body; what profit is your faith unto 
such ? 

17 Even so faith, if it have not 
works is dead, being alone. 

18 Therefore wilt thou know, 0 vain 
man, that faith without works is 
dead and ennnot save you ? 

19 Thou believes! there is one God; 
thou doesl well; (he devils also be¬ 
lieve, and tremble; thou hast made 


thyself like unto them, not being 
justified. 

20 Wab not Abraham onr father 
justified by works, when he had 
offered Isaac his son upon the altar? 

21 Seest thou how works wrought 
with his faith, and by works was 
faith made perfect? 

22 And the scripture was fulfilled 
which saith, Abraham believed God, 
and it was imputed unto him for right¬ 
eousness ; ana he was called the friend 
of God. 

23 Ye see then that by workB a man 
is justified, and not by faith only. 

24 Likewise also Rahab the harlot 
was justified by works, when she 
had received the messengers and sent 
them out another way. 

25 For, os the body without the 
spirit is dead, so faith without works 
is dead. 

CHAPTER OL 

Of care in speech—Tongue to be bridled — 

The truly «rise art pure, peaceable and 

gentle. 

Y brethren, strive not for the 
mastery, knowing that in so 
doing we shall reoeive the greater 
condemnation. 

2 For in many things we offend all. 
If any man offend not in word, the 
same is a perfect man, and able also 
to bridle the whole hody. 

3 Behold, we put hits in the horses’ 
mouths, that they may obey us; and 
we turn about their whole body. 

4 Behold also the ships, which 
though they be so great, and are 
driven of fierce winds, yet are they 
turned about with a very smnll helm, 
whithersoever the governor listeth. 

5 Even so the tongue is a little 
member, aod boasteth great things. 
Behold, how great a matter a little 
fire kindloth! 

6 And the tongno is a fire, 6 world 
of iniquity; so is the tonguo among 
our members, that it dofileth the 
wholo body, and setteth on fire the 
course of nature; and it is set on fire 
of hell. 

7 For every kind of beasts, and of 
birds, and of serpents, and of things 
in the sea. is tamed, and hath been 
tamed of mankind; 

6 But the tongue can no man tame; 
it is an unruly evil, full of deadly 
poison. 




CHAPTER IV.—V. 


9 Therewith bless wo God, even the 
Falhor; and therewith curse we men, 
which are made after the similitude 
of God. 

10 Out of the same mouth proceed¬ 
ed blessing and cursing. My bre¬ 
thren, these things ought not so to be. 

11 Doth a fountain send forth at 
the same place sweet water and bitter ? 

12 Can the fig tree, my brethren, 
bear olive berries ? either a vine, figs ? 
so can no fountain both yield salt 
water and freBh. 

13 Who is a wise man and endued 
with knowledge among you ? let him 
show out of a good conversation his 
works with meekneSB of wisdom. 

14 But if ye have bittor envying 
and strife in your hearts, glory not, 
and lie not againBt the truth. 

15 This wisdom descended not 
from above, but is earthly, sensual, 
devilish. 

10 For where envying and strife is, 
there is confusion and every evil 
work. 

17 But the wisdom that is from 
above is first pure, then peaceable, 
gentle, and easy to be entreated, full 
of ineroy and good fruits, without 
partiality, and without hypocrisy. 

18 And the fruit of righteousness 
Ij sown in peaoe of them that make 
peace. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Agennst cowteiui, intemperance, pride, 
detraction, and rath judgment of othert — 
We are to commit ourselves and aU our 
affairs to God's providence. 

ROM whenoe come wars and fight¬ 
ings among you ? oome they not 
honoe, even of your lusts that war in 
your members ? 

2 Yo lust, and have not; ye kill, and 
desire to havo, and cannot obtain; ye 
fight and war, yot ye have not, be¬ 
cause ye ask not. 

3 Ye ask, and roceive not, beoause 
ye ask amiss, that ye may oonsume 
it upon your lusts. 

4 Ye adultorors and adulteresses, 
knew ye not that the friendship of 
the world is eumity with God? who¬ 
soever theroforo will be a friend of 
the world is the enemy of God. 

5 Do yo think that the scripture 
■aith in vain, Tho spirit that dwell- 
eth in us lusteth to onvy ? 

0 But ho giveth more grace. Where¬ 
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fore he saith, God resistelh the proud, 
but giveth grace unto the humble. 

7 Submit yoursclvoB thereforo to 
God. Resist the devil, and he will 
flee from you. 

8 Draw nigh to God, and he will 
draw nigh to you. Cleanse your 
hands, ye sinners; and purify youf 
hearts, ye double-minded. 

9 Be afflioted, and mourn, and 
weep; let your laughter be turaod to 
mourning, and your joy to heaviness. 

10 Humble yourselves in the sight 
of the Lord, and he Bhall lift you up 

11 Speak not evil one of another, 
brethren. He that speaketh evil of 
hi9 brothor, and judgolh his brother, 
speaketh evil of the law, and jodgoth 
the law; but if thou judge tho law, 
thou art not a doer of the luw, but 
a judge. 

12 Thcro is ono lawgiver, who is 
able to save and to destroy; who art 
thou that judgosl another? 

13 Go to now, ye that say, To-day 
or to-morrow we will go into such a 
oity, and continue there a year, and 
buy and sell, and get gain; 

14 Whoroas ye know not what shall 
be on the morrow. For what is your 
life ? It is even a vapour, that ap- 
poareth for a little time, and then 
vanisheth away. 

16 For that ye ought to say, If the 
Lord will, we shall live, and do this, 
or that. 

16 But now ye rojoioe in your boast¬ 
ings ; all suoh rejoioing is evil. 

17 Therefore to him that knoweth 
to do good, and doeth it not, to him 
it is sin. 

CHAPTER V. 

Rich men art to fear Goffs vengeance — Pa¬ 
tience in afflictions—Of prayer for ths 
tick. 

0 to now, ye rioh men, weep and 
howl for your misories that shall 
oome upon you. 

2 Your riohes are oorrupted, and 
your garments are moth-eaten. 

3 Your gold and silver is oankered; 
and the rust of thorn shall be a wit¬ 
ness against you, and shall eat your 
flesh as it wero fire. Yo have henpod 
treasure together for tho last days. 

4 Behold, the hire of tho labourers 
who have reaped down your fields, 
whioh Is of yoa kept back by fraud, 
orieth; and tho cries of tbein which 
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have reaped are entered into the ears 
of the Lord of Sabaoth. 

5 Ye have lived in pleaBure on the 
earth, and been wanton; ye have 
nourished your hearts, as in a day of 
slaughter. 

6 Ye havo condemned and killed 
the just; and he doth not reBiBt you. 

7 Be patient therefore, brethren, 
onto the coming of the Lord. Be¬ 
hold, the husbandman waiteth for 
the precious fruit of the earth, and 
hath long patience for it, until he 
receive the early and latter rain. 

8 Be ye also patient; stablish your 
hearts; for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 

9 Qrudge not one against another, 
brethren, lest yo be condemned; be¬ 
hold, the judge standeth before the 
door. 

10 Take, my brethren, the prophets, 
who have spoken in the name of Lhe 
Lord, for an example of suffering 
affliction, and of patience. 

11 Behold, we count them happy 
which endure. Yc have hoard of toe 
patience of Job, and have seen the 
end of the Lord; that the Lord is 
very pitiful, and of tender mercy. 

12 But above all things, my bre¬ 
thren, swear not, noither by heaven, 
neither by the earth, neither by any 
other oath ; but let your yea he yea; 


and youi nay, nay; lest ye fall into 
condemnation. 

13 Is any among you afflicted? let 
him pray. Is any merry? let him 
sing psalms. 

14 Is any sick among you ? let him 
call for the elders of the church; and 
let them pray over him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord; 

15 And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and if he have com¬ 
mitted sins, they shall be forgives 
him. 

16 Confess your faulla one to an¬ 
other, and pray one for another, that 
ye may be healed. The effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much. 

17 Elias was a man subject to like 
passions as we arc, and be prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain; and 
it rained not on the earth by the 
space of three years and six months. 

18 And he prayed again, and the 
heaven gave rain, and the earth 
brought forth her fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any of you do err 
from the truth, and one convert him; 

20 Let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the error 
of his way shall save a soul from 
death, and shall hide a multitude of 
sins. 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF 

PETER. 


CHAPTER 1. 

Salvation in Christ prophttied of old—The 
new birth— Godly walk and conversation 
enjoined. 

ETER, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to the strangers scattered through¬ 
out Pontus, Qalalia, Cappadooia, Asia, 
and Bilhynia, 

2 Eleot according to tbo foreknow¬ 
ledge of God the Father, through 
sanctification of the Spirit, unto obe- 
dienoe and sprinkling of tbe blood of 
Jesus Christ; Grace unto you, and 
peace, be multiplied. 

3 Blessed be tbe God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, whioh ac¬ 
cording to his abundant mercy bath 
begotten us again unto a lively hope 


by the resurreotion of Jesus Christ 
from the dead, 

4 To an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in heaven for yoa, 

5 Who are kept by the power of 
God through faith nnto salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last time. 

6 Wherein ye greatly rejoioe, though 
now for a season, if need be, ye are 
in heaviness through manifold tempt¬ 
ations ; 

7 That the trial of your faith, being 
muob more precious than of gold 
that perishetn, though it be tried 
with fire, might be found nnto praise 
and honour and glory at the vppnar 
ing of Jesus Christ: 
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B Whom having not seen, ye love; 
in whom, though now ye see him not, 
yot believing, ye rejoice with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory; 

9 Receiving the object of your faith, 
even the salvation of your souls. 

10 Concerning which salvation the 

rophets who prophesied of the grace 

esLowed upon you, inquirod and 

starched diligently; 

11 Searching what time, and what 
manner of salvation the Spirit of 
Christ which was in them did sig¬ 
nify, when it testified beforehand the 
infferings of Christ, and the glory 
which should follow. 

12 Unto whom it was revealed, that 
not unto themselves, but unto us they 
did minister the Lhings, which are 
dow reported unto you by thorn that 
have preached the gospel unto you 
with tne Iloly Ghost sent down from 
heaven; which things the angels de¬ 
sire to look into. 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of 
your mind, be sober, and hope to the 
end for the grace that is to be brought 
-nto you at the revelation of Jesus 
Christ; 

14 As obedient ohildren, not fashion¬ 
ing yourselves according to the former 
lustB in your ignorance; 

16 But as he which hath oalled you 
is holy, so be ye holy in all manner 
of conversation; 

10 Because it is written, Be ye holy; 
for I am holy. 

17 And if ye call on the Father, 
who without reBpcot of persons judg- 
eth acoording to every man’s work, 
pass the time of your sojourning here 
in fear; 

18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redoemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tradi¬ 
tion from your fathers; 

19 But with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish 
and without spot; 

20 Who verity was foreordained he- 
fore the foundation of the world, but 
was manifest in these last times for you, 

21 Who by him do boliere in God, 
thal raised him up from the dead, 
mid gave him glory ; that your faith 
and hope might be in God. 

22 Beeing ye have purifiod your 
loals iu obeying the truth through 


the Spirit unto unfeigned love of the 
brethren, soe that ye love one another 
with a pure heart fervently; 

23 Being born again, not of cor¬ 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God, which liveth and 
abidelh for ever. 

24 For all flesh is as grass, and all 
the glory of man as the flower of 
grass. The grasB withercth, and the 
flower thereof fallcth away ; 

25 But the word of the Lord en- 
dureth for ever. And this is the 
word which by tho gospel is preached 
unto you. 

CHAPTER II. 

Christ the head of the corner—The minis a 

holy nalion — Obedience to rulers in patience 

and well-doing—Christ our example, 

IIEREFOUE laying aside all 
malice, and alt guile, and 
hypocrisies, and envies, and all evil 
speakings, 

2 As new-born babes, desire the sin¬ 
cere milk of the word, that ye may 
grow thereby ; 

3 If so be ye have tasted that the 
Lord is gracious. 

4 To whom coming, as unto a living 
stone, disallowed indeed of men, but 
chosen of God, and precious, 

5 Ye also, as lively stones, are built 
up a spiritual house, an holy priest¬ 
hood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices, 
acceptable to God hy Jesus Christ. 

0 Wherefore also it is contained in 
tho scripture, Behold, 1 lay in Sioo a 
chief corner stone, elect, precious; 
and he thal belioveth on him shall 
not he ooufounded. 

7 Unto you therefore who believe, 
he is preoious; but unto them who 
are disobedient, who stumble at the 
word, through disobedience, whore- 
unto they were appointed, a stone of 
stumbling, and a rook of offence. 

8 For the stone which the builders 
disallowed, is become the head of the 
corner. 

6 But ye are a ohosen generation, a 
royal priesthood, a holy nation, a 
peculiar poople; that ye should show 
forth the praises of him who hath 
oalled you out of darkness into his 
marvellous light; 

10 Whioh id time past were not a 
people, but are now the people of 
Goa; whioh had not obtained mercy, 
but now have obtained meroy. 
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11 Dearly beloved, I beseech yon as 
strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly 1 lists,wbioh war againBt the soul; 

12 Having your conduct honest 
among tho Gentiles; that, whereas 
they speak against you as evil-doers, 
they may hy your good works, which 
they shall behold, glorify God in the 
day of vieiLation. 

13 Submit yourselves to every ordi¬ 
nance of man for the Lord’s sake; 
whether it be to the king, as auprome; 

14 Or unto governors, as unto them 
that are sent by him for the punish¬ 
ment of evil-doers, and for the praise 
of them that do well. 

15 For so is the will of God, that 
with well doing ye may put to silence 
the ignorance of foolish mon ; 

Id As free, and not using your liberty 
for a cloak of maliciousness, bat as 
the servants of God. 

17 Honour all mcu. Love thebrothcr- 
hood. Fear God. Honour the king. 

18 Servants, be subject to yom 
masters with all fear; not only to 
the good and gentle, but also to the 
froward. 

19 For this is thankworthy, if a 
man for conscience toward God endure 
griof, suffering wrongfully. 

20 For what glory is it, if, when 
ye be buffeted for your faults, ye 
shall take it patiently ? but if, when 
ye do well, and suffer for it, ye take it 
patiently, this is acceptable with God. 

21 For even hereunto wero ye called ; 
bocause Christ also suffered for ns, 
leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow his steps; 

22 Who did no sin, neither was 
guile found in his mouth; 

23 Who, when he was reviled, re¬ 
viled not again ; when ho suffered, he 
threatened not; but committed himself 
to him that judgoth righteously; 

24 Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on tho tree, that we, 
being dead to Bins, should live unto 
righteousness; by whose stripes ye 
were healed. 

25 For yo were as sheep going 
astray ; but arc now returned unto the 
Shepherd and Bishop of your souls. 

CUAPTKR I1L 

thdy of wive* and husbands—Unity and 
love, enjoined — Of the spirits in prison. 
IKE WISE, yo wives, he in sub- 
jeclinn to your own husbnnds; 


that, if any obey not the word, they 
also may without the word be won by 
tbe conduct of the wives ; 

2 While they behold your chaste 
conduct coupled with fear. 

3 Let your adorning be not that 
outward adorning of platting the 
hair, and wearing of gold, or patting 
on of apparel; 

4 But let it be the bidden man of 
the heart, in that which iB not cor¬ 
ruptible, even the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit, which is in tho sight 
of God of great price. 

5 For after this manner in old times 
the holy women, who trusted in God, 
adorned themselves, being in Bub 
jection unto their own husbands; 

6 Even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, 
calling him lord: whose daughters 
yc are, as long as ye do well, and are 
not afraid with any amazement. 

7 Likewise, ye husbands, dwoll with 
them according to knowledge, giving 
honour unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs to¬ 
gether of the grace of life ; that your 
prayers be not hindered. 

8 Finally, be ye all of one mind, 
having compassion one of another; 
lovo os brethren, he pitiful, be oour- 
teous; 

9 Not rendering evil for evil, or 
railing for railing; but contrariwise 
blessing; knowing that ye are there¬ 
unto called, that ye should inherit ■ 
blessing. 

10 For he that will love life, and 
see good days, let him refrain hii 
tongue from evil, and his lips that 
they speak no guile; 

11 Let him eschew evil, and do 
good; let him soek peace, and ensue iL 

12 For the eyes of the Lord are over 
the righteous, and his ears are open 
unto thoir prayers; but the face of the 
Lord is against them that do evil. 

13 And who is he that will harm 
yon, if ye be followers of that whioh 
is good ? 

14 But and if ye suffer for right¬ 
eousness’ sake, happy are ye; and be 
not afraid of their terror, neither be 
troubled; 

15 But sanctify the Lord God in 
your hoarts; and be ready always to 
giro an answer with meoknoss and 
fear to every man that aeketh of you 
a ronson for the hope that is in you - 
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16 flaviDg ft good oonpcienoe; that, 
whorens they speak evil of you, as of 
evil-doers, they may bo aBhamed that 
falsely accuse your good conduct in 
Christ. 

17 For it is boiler, if the will of Qod 
be bo, tbat ye suffer for well doing, 
than for evil doing. 

18 For Christ also once suffered for 
sins, the just for the UDjuat, being 
put to death in llio flesh, but quick¬ 
ened by the Spirit, tbat he might 
bring us to God. 

19 For which cause also, he wentand 
preaohed unto the spirits in prison; 

20 Some of whom wero disobedient 
in the days of Noah, white the long- 
Buffering of God waited, while the ark 
was preparing, wherein few, that is, 
eight souls wero saved by water. 

21 The like figuro whereunto even 
baptism doth also now save us, (not 
the putting away of the filth of the 
flesh, but tho answer of a good con¬ 
fidence toward God,) by the resurrec¬ 
tion of Jesus Christ; 

22 Who is gone into heaven, and is 
on the right Imnd of God; angola 
and authorities and powers being 
made subjoct unto him. 

CHAPTER IV. 

The gotpel preached to the dead—Of perse¬ 
cution. 

F ORASMUCH then as Christ hath 
suffered for us iu the flesh, arm 
yourselves likewise with the same 
mind; 

2 For you who have Buffered in the 
(losh should ooase from sin, that yon 
no longor the rest of your time in the 
ficBb, should live to the lusts of men, 
bul to the will of God. 

3 For the time past of life may 
suffice to have wrought the will of the 
Gentiles, when ye walked in lasoivi- 
onsnoss, lusts, excess of wine, revel- 
tings, banquetings, and abominable 
Idolatries; 

4 Wherein they speak evil of you, 
thinking it strange that yon run not 
with them to the same ozoobs of riot; 
5 Who shall give aooount to him 
that iB ready to judge the quiok and 
tho dead. 

6 Booause of this, is the gospel 
preached to them who are dead, that 
they might be judged aeoording to 
men in the flesh, but livo in the spirit 
recording to the will of God. 


7 But to you, the end of all things 
is at hand; be yc therefore sober, and 
watch unto prayer. 

8 And above all things have fervent 
charity among yourselves; for charity 
proventeth a multitude of sins. 

9 Use hospitality one to another 
without grudging. 

10 As every man hath rooeived the 
gift, oven so minister the samo one 
to another, as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God. 

11 If any man speak, let him speak 
as an oracle of God; if any man 
minister, let him do it as of the 
ability which God giveth; that God 
in all things may be glorified through 
Jesus Christ; to whom be praise and 
dominion for ever and ever. Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trial which is to 
try you, as though some strange 
tiling happened unto you; 

13 But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s sufferings; that, 
when his glory shall be revealed, ye 
may bo glad also with exceeding joy. 

14 If ye be reproaohed for the 
name of Christ, happy aro ye; for the 
Spirit of glory ana of God resteth 
upon you; on their part he is evil 
spoken of, but on yonr part he is 
glorifiod. 

15 But let none of yon suffer as a 
murderer or as a thief, or as an evil¬ 
doer, or as a busybody in other men’s 
matters. 

16 Yet if any man suffer as a Chris¬ 
tian, let him not be ashamed; but let 
him glorify God on this behalf. 

17 For the time is come that judg¬ 
ment must begin at the house of 
God; and if it first begin at us, what 
shall the end be of them that obey 
not the gospel of God? 

18 And if the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly and 
the sinner appear ? 

19 Wherefore, let them that suffer 
aooording to the will of God commit 
the keeping of thoir souls to him in 
well doing, as unto a faithful Creator. 

CHAPTER V. 

ftfcr exhorteth the eiders to feed their flock* 

—The younger to obey, and all to be sober, 

vxUchfuL, and constant in the faith —7b 

resist (he cruel adversary the devil. 

HE elders whioh are among you 
I exhort, who am also an elder, 
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and a witness >f the sufferings of 
Christ, and also a partaker of the 
glory that shall be revealed; 

2 Feed the flock of God which is 
among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by constraint, but will¬ 
ingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a 
ready mind; 

3 Neither aa being lords over God’s 
heritage, but being ensamples to the 
flock. 

4 And when the chief Shepherd 
shall appear, ye shall receive a crown 
of glory that fadeth not away. 

5 Likewise, ye younger, submit 
yourselves unto the elder. Yea, all 
of you be subject one to another, and 
be clothed with humility; for God 
resistelh the proud, and giveth grace 
to the humble. 

6 Humble yoursolves therefore un¬ 
der the mighty hand of God, that he 
may exalt you in due time. 

7 Casting all your care upon him; 
for he careth for you. 

6 Be Bober, be vigilant; because 


your adversary the devil, as a roaring 
lion, walketh about, seeking whom 
he may devour; 

0 Whom resist steadfast in the faith, 
knowing that tho same afflictions are 
accomplished in your brethren that 
are in the world. 

10 But the God of all grace, who 
hath called ub unto his eternal glory 
hy Christ Jesus, after that ye have 
suffered a while, make you perfect, 
stablish, strengthen, settle you. 

11 To him be glory and dominion 
for ever and ever. Amen. 

12 By Sylvanus, a faithful brother 
unto you, as I enppose, I have writ¬ 
ten briefly, exhorting, and testifying 
tbat this is the true grace of God 
wherein ye stand. 

13 They at Babylon, elected toge¬ 
ther with you, saluteth you; and so 
doth Marcus my eon. 

14 Greet yc one another with a kiss 
of charity. Peace be with you all 
that are in Christ Jesus. Amen. 


THE SECOND EPISTLE GENERAL OF 

PETER. 


CHAPTER I. 

He exhortelh them, by faith, and good works, 
to make their calling sure—His death is 
at hand—He warneth them to be constant 
in the faith of Christ—Use of prophecy. 

IMON Peter, a Bcvant and an 
aposlle of Jesus Christ, to them 
that have obtained like precious 
faith with us through the righteous¬ 
ness of God and our Saviour Josus 
Christ; 

2 Grace and peace be multiplied 
nnto you through the knowledge of 
God, and of Jesus our Lord, 

3 Aeoording as his divine power 
hath given unto us all things that 
pertain unto life and godliness, 
throigh the knowledge of him that 
hath called us to glory and virtue; 

4 Whereby are given unto us ex¬ 
ceeding great and precious promises ; 
that by these ye might be partakers 
of the divine nature, having esoaped 
the corruption that is in the world 
through lust. 

6 And besides this, giving all dili¬ 


gence, add to your faith virtue; and 
to virtue, knowledge; 

6 And to knowledge, temperance; 
and to temperance, patience; and 
to patience, godliness ; 

7 And to godliness, brotherly kind¬ 
ness ; and to brotherly kin<hiess, cha¬ 
rity. 

8 For if theso things be in yon, 
and abound, they make you that ye 
shall neither bo barren nor unfruit¬ 
ful in the knowledge of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

9 But he that laoketh these things 
iB blind, and cannot see afar off, and 
hath forgotten that he was purged 
from his old sins. 

10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, 
give diligenoe to make your oalling 
and election suro; for if ye do these 
things, ye shall never fall; 

11 For so an entrance shall be mi¬ 
nistered unto you abundantly into 
the everlasting kingdom of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

12 Wherefore I will nst be negll 
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gur.l to put you always in remem- 
brauce of those thingB, though yo 
know them, and bo established id the 
present truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet, as long as 
I am in this tabernacle, to stir you 
up by putting you in remembranoo; 

14 Knowing that shortly I must put 
off this my tabernacle, even as our 
Lord Jesus Christ hath showed me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavour that 
ye may be ablo after my dccoase to 
have these things always in remem¬ 
brance. 

16 For we have not followed cun¬ 
ningly devised fables, when we made 
known unto you the power and com¬ 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ, but 
were eye-witnesses of his majesty. 

17 For ho received from God tho 
Father honour and glory, when there 
came such a voioo to him from tho 
excellent glory, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

Id And this voice which came from 
heaven wc heard, whon we were with 
him in the holy mount. 

19 Wo have therefore a more sure 
knowledge of the word of prophecy, 
to which word of prophcoy yo do 
well that ye take need, as unto a 
light which shineth in a dark place, 
until tho day-dawn, and the day-star 
ariso in your hearts; 

20 Knowing this first, that no pro¬ 
phecy of the soripture is given of 
any privuto will of man. 

21 For tho prophecy came not in 
old lime by tho will of man ; but 
holy men of God Bpake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER II. 

Hr fareteUelh of false teachers, shouting the 

impiety and punishmmt both qf them and 

their followers. 

(JT there were false prophets 
also among the people, evon as 
there shall be false teachers among 
you, who pri7i)y shall bring in abo¬ 
minable heresies, even denying the 
Lord that bought them, and bring 
upon themselves swift destruction. 

2 And many shall follow their per¬ 
nicious ways ; hy roason of whom the 
way of truth shall bo ovil spoken 
of 

3 And through covetousness shall 
they with feigned wordB make mer- 
ohandise of you; whoso judgment 


now of a long time lingereth not, and 
their destruction slumberetb not. 

4 For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to 
hell, and delivered them into chains 
of darkness, to bo reserved unto 
judgment; 

5 And spared not the old world, 
but saved Noah the eighth person, a 
preacher of righteousness, bringing 
in the flood upon tho world of the 
ungodly; 

6 And turning tho oities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah into ashes condemn¬ 
ed them with an overthrow, making 
them an ensomple unto those that 
after should live ungodly ; 

7 And delivered just Lot, vexed 
with the filthy conversation of the 
wicked ; 

8 (For that righteous man dwelling 
among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day to 
day with their unlawful deeds ;) 

9 Tho Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of temptation, and to 
reserve the unjust unto tho day of 
judgment to bo punished; 

10 But ohiefly them that walk after 
the flesh in the Inst of nneloanness, 
and despise government. Presump¬ 
tuous are they, self-willed, they are 
not afraid to speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are 
greater in power and might, bring 
not railing Accusation against them 
before the Lord. 

12 But these, as natural brute beasts 
made to be taken and destroyed, 
speak evil of the things that thoy 
understand not; and shall utterly 
perish in thoir own corruption; 

13 And shall receive the reward of 
unrighteousness, as they that oount 
it pleasure to riot in the day-time. 
Spots they are and blemishes, sport¬ 
ing themselves with thoir own de- 
coivings while they feast with yon ; 

14 Having eyes full of adultery, 
and that cannot cease from sin; be¬ 
guiling unstable souls ; a heart they 
have exeroised with oovetous proo- 
tiocs; oursed children; 

16 Which have forsaken the right 
way, and are gone astray, following 
the way of Balaam the Bon of Bosor, 
who loved the wages of unrighteous¬ 
ness ; 

16 But was rebuked for his Ini- 
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quity; the dumb ass speaking with 
man’s voice forbade the madness of 
the prophet. 

17 These are wells without water, 
olouds that are carried with a tem¬ 
pest ; to whom the mist of darkness 
is reserved for ever. 

18 For when they ipeak great 
swelling words of vanity, they allure 
through the lusts of tho flesh, through 
much wantonness, those that were 
clear escaped from them who live in 
error. 

19 While they promise them li- 
herty, they themselves are the serv¬ 
ants of corruption ; for of whom a 
man is overcome, of the samo is he 
broight into hondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped 
the pollutions of the world through 
tho knowledge of the Lord and Sa¬ 
viour Jesus Christ, they are again 
entangled therein, and overcome, the 
latter end is worse with them than 
the beginning. 

21 For it had been hotter for them 
not to have known the way of right¬ 
eousness, than, after they have 
known it, to turn from tho holy com¬ 
mandment delivered unto them. 

22 But it is happened onto them 
according to the true proverb, The 
dog is turned to his own vomit again ; 
and, The sow that was washed to her 
wallowing in tho mire. 

cnAFTER m. 

Chris? t ttcond coming—The world thaU be 

destroyed ; exhorting than, from the ex¬ 
pectation thereof, to all holiness of life. 
HIS second epistle, helovcd, I now 
write unto you ; in which I stir 
up your pure minds by way of re¬ 
membrance ; 

2 Tbat yo may bo mindful of the 
words which were spoken before by 
the holy prophets, and of the com¬ 
mandments of us, the apostles of the 
Lord and Saviour; 

3 Knowing this first, that iu the last 
days there shall come scoffers, walk¬ 
ing aftor their own lusts. 

4 Denying tho Lord Josu9 Christ, 
and saying, Where is tho promise of 
his coming? for sinco tho fathors fell 
asleep, allthings must, continue as they 
are, and have continued as they are 
from the beginning of the creation. 

5 For this they willingly arc igno¬ 
rant of, that of old the heavens, and 


the earth standing in the water and 
out of tho water, were created by the 
word of God; 

6 And by the word of God, the 
world that then was, being overflowed 
with water perished; 

7 But the heavens, and the earth 
which are now, are kept in store by 
the same word, reserved unto fire 
against the day of judgment and 
perdition of ungodly men. 

8 But concerning the coming ol the 
Lord, beloved, I would not have you 
ignorant of this one thing, that one 
day is with the Lord as a thousand 
years, and a thousand years as ose 
day. 

9 The Lord is not slack concerning 
hie promise and coming, as some men 
count slackness; but long-suffering 
towards ns, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance. 

10 Bnt the day of the Lord will come 
as a thief in the night, in the which 
the heavens shall shake, and the earth 
also Bhall tremble, and tbe moun¬ 
tains shall melt, and pftss away with 
a great noise, and tbe elements shall 
be filled with fervent heat; the earth 
also shall be filled, and the corrupti¬ 
ble works which Are therein shall be 
burned up. 

11 If then all these things shall be 
destroyed, what manner of persons 
ought ye to be in holy oonduot and 
godliness, 

12 Looking unto, and preparing 
for the day of the coming ol the Lord 
wherein the corruptible things of the 
heavens being on fire, shall he dis¬ 
solved, and tbe mountains shall melt 
with fervent heat ? 

13 Nevertheless, if we shall endare, 
we shall be kept according to his 

romise. And we look for a new 
eavens, and a new earth wherein 
dwellelh righteousness. 

14 Wherefore, beloved, seeing that 
ye look for such things, be diligent, 
that ye may be found of him in peace, 
withont spot and blameless ; 

15 And account, even as our beloved 
hrothor Paul also, according to the 
wisdom given unto him, hath written 
nnto you, tho long-suffering and wait¬ 
ing of our Lord, for salvation. 

16 As also in all his epistles, speak- 
mg in them of these things, in whiob 
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ire some things hard to bo under¬ 
stood, which they who are unlearned 
and unstable wrest, as they do also 
the other soriptures, unto their own 
destruction. 

17 Yo therefore, beloved, seeing ye 
know before the things whioh are 
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coming, beware lest ye also being 
led away with the error of the wick¬ 
ed, fall from your own steadfastness. 

18 But grow in grace and the 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. To him be glory both 
now and for ever. Amen. 


THE FIRST EPISTLE GENERAL OF 

JOHN. 


CHAPTER I. 

John ttftijltlh qf the gospel 

RETHREN, this is the testimony 
which we give of that which was 
from the hegiDning, whioh we have 
heard, which we have Been with our 
eves, which we have looked upon, 
and our bands have handled, of the 
Word of life; 

2 (For the life was manifested, and 
we have seen it, and bear witness, 
and show unto you that eternal life, 
which was with the Father, and was 
manifested unto us;) 

3 That whioh we have seen and 
heard dcolare we unto yon, that ye 
also may have fellowship with us; 
and truly our fellowship is with the 
Father, and with his Bon Jesus Christ. 

4 And these thingB write we unto 
yon, that your joy may be full. 

5 This then is the message whioh 
we have hoard of him, and deolare 
unto you, that God is light, and in 
him is no darkness at all. 

0 If we say that we have fellowship 
with him, And wnlk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth; 

7 But if wo walk in the light, as he 
Is in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and tho blood of 
JeBus Christ bis Bon oleansoth us 
from all sin. 

8 If we say that we have do sin, we 
deoeive ourselves, and the truth la 
not in ns. 

0 If we oonfess our sins, he is faith¬ 
ful and just to forgivo us our sins, 
and to olcanse us from all unright¬ 
eousness. 

10 If we euy that we have not 
sinned, wi< make him a liar, and his 
word is not in ua. 


CHAPTER IL 

Chritt our advocate—Fleet of the world It 
be avoided—The tmdim of the SpiriL 

Y little children, these things 
write I nnto yon, that ye sin 
not. Bat if any man sin and repent, 
we have an advooate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous; 

2 And he is the propitiation for our 
sins ; and not for ours only, hut also 
for the sins of the whole world. 

3 And herehy we do know that we 
know him, if we keep his command¬ 
ments. 

4 He that saith, I know him, and 
keepeth not his commandments, is a 
liar, and tho truth is not in him. 

5 But whoso keepeth his word, in 
him verily is the love of God per¬ 
fected ; hereby know wo that we are 
in him. 

6 He that saith he abldeth in him 
ought himself also so to walk, even 
as he walked. 

7 Brethren, I write a new command¬ 
ment onto you, but it is the same 
commandment whioh ye bad from 
the beginning. The old command¬ 
ment is the word which ye have 
board from the beginning. 

8 Again, a new commandment 1 
write unto you, whioh thing was of 
old ordained of God; and is true In 
him, and in you; because the dark¬ 
ness is past In you, and the true light 
now shineth. 

9 He that saith he is in the light 
and hateth his brother, is in darkness 
even until now. 

10 He that loveth hie brother abid- 
eth in the light, and there is none 
oooaslon of stumbling in him. 

11 But he that hateth his brother ia 
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in darkness, and wnlkelh in darkness, 
and knoweLh not whither he goeth, 
oeeauac that darkness hath blfaded 

ais eyes. 

12 I write onto yon, little children, 
because yonr sins are forgiven yon 
for his name’s sake. 

13 I write unto you, fathers, because 
ye have known him that is from the 
beginning. I write unto you, yonng 
men, becaose ye have overcome the 
wicked one. I write unto yon, little 
ihildren, because ye have known the 
Father. 

14 1 have written unto you, fathers, 
because ye have known him that is 
from the heginning. I have written 
unto you, young men, because ye are 
strong, and the word of God abideth 
in you, and ye have overcome the 
wicked one. 

15 Love not the world, neither tho 
tilings that are of the world. If any 
man love the world, the love of tho 
Father is not in him. 

16 For all in the world that is of 
Ike lusts of the flesh, and the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life, is not 
of the Father, but is of the world. 

17 And the world passeth away, 
and the lust thereof; but ho that 
doeth tho will of God abideth for ever. 

18 Little children, it is the last 
time; and as ye have heard that 
antichrist shall come, even now are 
there many antichrists; whereby wo 
know that it is the last time. 

19 They went out from us, but they 
were not of us; for if they had been 
of us, they would no doubt have con¬ 
tinued with us: but they went out, 
that they might be made manifest 
that they were not all of us. 

20 But ye have an unotion from the 
Holy One, nnd yc know all things. 

21 1 have not written unto you be- 
oause ye know do! the truth, but bo- 
oausc yo know it, and that no lie is 
of the truth. 

22 Who ib a liar but he that denieth 
that Jesue ie the Christ? lie is anti- 
ohrist, that denieth the Father and 
the Son. 

23 Whosoever denieth the Son, the 
same hath not tho Father; but he 
that acknowledged tho Son hath tho 
Father also. 

24 Let that therefore abide in you, 
whioh ye have heard from the begin¬ 


ning. If that which ye have heard 
from the beginning shall remain in 
you, ye shall continue in the Son, 
and also in the Father. 

25 And this is the promise that he 
hath promised ns, even eternal life. 

26 These things have I written unto 
yon concerning them that seduce you. 

27 But the anointing which ye have 
received of him abideth iu you, and 
ye need not that any man teach you; 
but as the same anointing teacheth 
you of all things, and is truth, and is 
no lie, and even as it hath taught 
you, yc shall abide in him. 

29 And now, little children, abide in 
him; that, when he shall appear, we 
may have confidonce, and not be 
ashamed before him at his coming. 

29 If yo know that he ie righteous, 
ye know that every one that doeth 
righteousness is born of him. 

CHAPTER HI. 

The love of God to the tairils—The new birth 
— The love of Christ. 

EIIOLD, what manner of love 
the Father hath bestowed upon 
us, that we should be called the sons 
of God; therefore the world knoweth 
us not, because it knew him not. 

2 Boloved, now are we tho sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear what 
we shall be; but we know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like him; 
for we shall see him as he is. 

3 And every man that hath this 
hope in him purificth himself, even 
as ne is pure. 

4 Whosoever committoth sin trans- 
gresseth also the law ; for sin is the 
transgression of tho law. 

5 And ye know that he was mani¬ 
fested to take away our sins ; and in 
him is no sin. 

6 Whosoever abideth in him sin- 
noth not; whosoever continneth in 
sin hath not seen him, neither known 
him. 

7 Little children, let no man de 
ceive you; he that doeth righteous 
ness is righteous, even as he is right¬ 
eous. 

8 He that oontinueth in sin is of 
the devil; for the devil sinneth from 
the beginning. For this purpose the 
Son of God was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of tho devil. 

9 Whosoever is born of God doth 
i not continue in sin ; for the Spirit of 




CHAPTER IV. «5 


Qod nmiiDeth Id him; and he om- 
not oontinue in sin, became he is 
born of Qod, haring received that 
boly Spirit of promise. 

10 Id this the ohildren of Qod are 
manifest, and the ohildren of the 
deril; whosoever dooth not righteous¬ 
ness is not of Qod, neither he that 
loreth not his brother. 

11 For this is the message that ye 
beard from the beginning, that we 
should love one another. 

12 Not as Cain, who was of that 
wioked one, and slew his brother. 
And wherefore slew he him ? Because 
his own works were evil, and his 
brother's righteous. 

13 Marvel not, my brethren, if the 
world hate you. 

14 We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we love 
the brethren. He that loveth not his 
brother abideth in death. 

15 Whosoever hateth his brother Is 
a murderer; and ye know that no 
murderer hath eternal life abiding in 
him. 

10 Hereby perceive we the love of 
Christ, because he laid down his life 
for us; and we ought to lay down our 
lives for the brethren. 

17 But whoso hath this world's 
good, and seeth his brother have 
need, and Bhutteth up his bowels of 
oompassion from him, how dwelleth 
the love of Qod in him ? 

18 My little ohildren, let ns not 
love in word, neither in tongue only; 
bnt in deed and in truth. 

19 And hereby we know that we are 
of the truth, and shall assure oor 
hearts before him. 

20 For if our heart oondemn ns, Qod 
is greater than our hoart, and know- 
eth all things. 

21 Beloved, if our heart condemn 
os not, then we have oonfldenoe to¬ 
ward Qod. 

22 And whatsoever we ask, we re¬ 
ceive of him, because we keep his 
commandments, and do those things 
that are pleasing in his sight. 

33 And this is his commandment, 
That we should believe on the name 
of his Son Jesus Christ, and love 
one another, as he gave us command¬ 
ment. 

24 And he that keepeth his com¬ 
mandments dwelleth in him. and he 
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in him. And hereby *e know that 
he abideth in us, by the Spirit which 
he hath given us. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Try the tpiriis — The. excellency of love.—Qod 
if love, 

B ELOVED, believe not every spirit, 
but try the spirits whether they 
are of Qod; because many false pro¬ 
phets are gone out into the world. 

2 Hereby know ye the Spirit of 
Qod; Every spirit that oonfessoth that 
Jesus Christ is oome in the flesh is of 
Qod; 

3 And every spirit that oonfesseth 
not that Jobus Christ is oome in the 
flesh is not of Qod; and this is that 
spirit of antiohrist, whereof ye have 
heard that it should oome; and even 
now it Is already in the world. 

4 Te are of Qod, little children, and 
have overcome them; beoanse greater 
is he that is in you, than he that is 
in the world. 

6 They are of the world; therefore 
speak they of the world, and the 
world heareth them. 

6 We are of Qod ; he that knoweth 
Qod heareth us; he that is not of 
Qod heareth not us. Hereby know 
we the spirit of truth, and the spirit 
of error. 

7 Beloved, let us love one another; 
for love is of Qod; and every one that 
loveth is born of Qod, and knoweth 
Qod. 

8 He that loveth not, knoweth not 
Qod; for Qod Is love. 

9 In this was manifested the love 
of Qod toward us, because that Qod 
sent his only begotten 6on into the 
world, that we might live through 
him. 

10 Herein is love, not that we lovod 
Qod, but that he loved us, and sent 
his Son to be the propitiation for our 
sins. 

11 Beloved, if Qod so loved us, we 
ought also to love one another. 

12 No man hath seen Qod at any 
time, except them who believe. If 
we love one another, Qod dwelleth in 
us, and his love is perfected in os. 

13 Hereby know we that we dwell 
in him, and he in us, beoanse he hath 
given us of his Spirit. 

14 And we have seen and do testify 
that the Father sent the Sun to be 
the Saviour of the world. 
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15 Whosoever shall confess that 
Jesus is the Son of God, God dwell- 
eth in him, and he in God. 

16 And we have known and believ¬ 
ed tbo love that God hath to ns. 
God is love; and he that dwelleth in 
love dwelleth in God, and God in 
him. 

17 Herein is our love made perfect, 
that we may have boldness in the day 
of judgment; because as he is, so 
are we in thi9 world. 

18 There is no fear in love; but 
perfect love casteth ont fear; beoause 
fear hath torment. He that feareth 
is not made perfect in love. 

19 We love him, because he first 
loved ns. 

20 If a man say, I love God, and 
hateth his brother, he is a liar; for 
he that loveth not his brother whom 
he hath seen, how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen ? 

21 And this oommandment have we 
from him. That he who loveth God 
luve his brother also. 

CHAPTER V. 

Tfit new birth-—The witneates which bear 
record of eternal life. 
HOSOEVER believeth that 
Jesus is the ChriBt is horn of 
God; and every one that loveth him 
that begat loveth him also that is 
begotten of him. 

2 By this we know that we love the 
ohildren of God, when we love God, 
and keep his oommandments. 

3 For tniB is the love of God, that 
we keep his commandments ; and his 
commandments are not grievous. 

4 For whatsoever is born of God 
overoometh the world; and this is 
the viotory that ovcrcomcth the 
world, even our faith. 

5 Who is he that overoometh the 
world, but he that helieveth that 
Jesus is the Son of God ? 

6 This is he that oame by water and 
blood, even Jesns Christ; not by 
water only, but by water and hlood. 
And it is the Spirit that beareth wit¬ 
ness, heoause tne Spirit is truth. 

7 For there are three that boar 
reoord in heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Ghost; and those 
three are one. 

8 And there are three that hear 


witness in eArth, the Spirit, and the 
water, and the blood ; and these three 
agree in one. 

9 If we receive tho witness of men, 
the witness of God is greater; for 
this is the witness of God whioh he 
hath testified of his Son. 

10 He that believeth on the Son of 
God hath the witness in himself; he 
that believeth not God hath made 
him a liar; because he bolieveth not 
the record that God gave of his Son. 

11 And this is the record, that God 
hath given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in his Son. 

12 He that hath the Son hath life; 
and he that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life. 

13 These things have I written unto 
you that believe on the name of the 
Son of God; that ye may know that 
ye have eternal life, and that ye may 
continue to believe on the name of 
the Son of God. 

14 And this is the confidence that 
we have in bim, that, if we ask any 
thing according to his will, he hear- 
eth us; 

15 And if we know that he hear us, 
whatsoever wo ask, we know that we 
have the petitions that we desired of 
him. 

16 If any man see his brother sin a 
sin which is not unto death, he shall 
ask, and he shall give him life for 
them that sin not unto death. There 
is a sin unto death ; I do not say that 
he shall pray for it. 

17 All unrighteousness is sin ; and 
there is a sin not unto death. 

18 We know that whosoever is born 
of God continuelh not in sin ; but he 
who is begotten of God and keepeth 
himself, that wicked one overoometh 
him not. 

19 And we know that we are of God, 
and the whole world lieth in wicked¬ 
ness. 

20 And we know that the Son of 
God is oome, and hath given ns an 
understanding, that we may know 
him that is true ; and we are in him 
that is true, even in his Son Jesus 
Christ* This is the true God, and 
eternal life. 

21 Little ohildren, keep yourselves 
from idols. Amon.

Walk 4m love—The antichrist—The doctrine 
qf Christ . 

HE elder unto the elect lady and 
hor children, whom I lore in the 
truth; and not I only, but also all 
they that hare known the truth; 

2 For tho truth’s sake, whioh dwell- 
eth in us, and shall be with us for 
•rer. 

3 Grace be with you, mercy, and 

f ieaoe, from God the Father, and 
rom the Lord Jesus Christ, the Son 
of the Father, in truth and love. 

4 I rojoioed greatly that I found of 
thy children walking in truth, as we 
hare received a commandment from 
the Fftlhor. 

5 And now I beeeeoh thee, lady, not 
as though I wrote a new command¬ 
ment unto thee, but that whioh we 
had from the beginning, that we lore 
one another. 

6 And this is lore, that we WAlk 
after hie commandments. This is 
the commandment, That, as ye bare 
heard from the beginning, ye should 
walk in it. 


7 For many deoeirers are entered 
into the world, who oonfess not that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh. 
This is a deceiver and an antiohrist. 

8 Look to yourselves, that we lose 
not those things which we hare 
wrought, but that we reoeire a full 
reward. 

9 Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the dootrine of Christ, 
hath not God. He that abideth in 
the doctrine of Christ, he hath both 
the Father and the Son. 

10 If there oome any unto you, and 
bring not this doctrine, reoeire him 
not into your house, neither bid him 
God-speed; 

11 For he that biddeth him God¬ 
speed is partaker of his evil deeds. 

12 Haring many things to write 
unto you, I would not write with 
paper and ink; but I trust to oome 
unto you, and apeak faoe to faoe, that 
our joy may be full- 

13 The children of thy eleot sister 
greet thee. Amen.

7 Because that for his name’s sake 
they went forth, taking nothing of 
the Gentiles. 

8 We therefore ought to reoeire 
such, that we might be fellow-help¬ 
ers to the truth. 

9 I wrote unto the ohuroh; but 
Diotrephes, who loreth to hare tha 
pre-eminenoe among them, reoeiveth 
us not. 

10 Wherefore, if I oome, I will re¬ 
member bis deeds which he doeth, 
prating against us with malicious 
words; and not content therewith, 
noithor doth he himself reoeire the 
brethren, and forbiddeth them that 
would, and oasteth them out of the 
ohuroh. 

11 Beloved, follow not that whioh 
is eril, but that whioh is good. He 
that doeth good is of God; but 
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he that death evil hath not seen 
God. 

12 Demetrius hath good report of 
all men, and of the truth itself; yea, 
and we alBO bare record; and ye know 
that our record is true. 

13 I had many things to write, but 


I will not with Ink and pen write 
unto thee; 

14 Bnt I trust I shall shortly see 
thee, and we shall speak faoe to 
face. Peace be to thee. Our friends 
salute thee.

Saints to contend jar the faith—False teach¬ 
ers reproved—Satan reproved by Michael 

—Mockers foretold. 

UDE, the servant of God, oalled 
of Jesus Christ, and brother of 
James; to them who are sanctified of 
the Father, and preserved in Jesus 

Christ; 

2 Mercy unto you, and peace, and 
love, be multiplied. 

3 Beloved, when I gave all dili¬ 
gence to write unto you of the com¬ 
mon salvation, it was needful for me 
to write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should earnestly contend for 
the faith whioh was once delivered 
unto the saintB. 

4 For there aro certain men crept 
in unawarea, who were before of old 
ordained to tbis condemnation, un¬ 
godly men, turning the grace of our 
God into lasciviousness, and denying 
the only Lord God, and our Lord 
Jesus ChriBt. 

5 I will therefore put you in re¬ 
membrance, though ye once knew 
this, how that the Lord, having saved 
the people out of the land of Egypt, 
afterward destroyed them that be¬ 
lieved not. 

6 And the angel9 which kept not 
their first estate, but loft their own 
habitation, he hath reserved in ever¬ 
lasting chains under darkness unto 
the judgment of the great day. 

7 Even as Sodom and Gomorrah, 
and the cities about them in like 
manner, giving themselves over to 
fornication, and going after strange 
flesh, are set forth for an example, 
suffering the vengeance of eternal fire. 

8 Likewise also these filthy dream¬ 
ers defile the flesh, despise dominion, 
and speak evil of dignities. 

0 Tet Michael the archangel, when 


contending with the devil he disputed 
about the body of Moses, durst not 
hriug against him a railing accu¬ 
sation, hut said, The Lord rebuke 
thee. 

10 But these speak evil of those 
things which they know not; but 
what they know naturally, as brute 
beasts, in those things they corrupt 
themselves. 

11 Woe unto them! for they have 
gone in the way of Cain, and ran 
greedily after the error of Balaam 
for reward, and shall periBh in the 
gainsaying of Core. 

12 These are spots in your feasts 
of charity, when they fenst with you, 
feeding themselves without fear; 
clouds they are without water, carried 
about of winds; troes whose fruit 
witherelh, without fruit, twice dead, 
plucked up by the roots; 

13 Raging waves of the sea, foam¬ 
ing out their own shame ; wandering 
stars, to whom is reserved the blaok- 
ness of darkness for ever. 

14 And Enoch also, the seventh 
from Adam, prophesied of those, say¬ 
ing, Behold, the Lord cometh with 
ten thousand of his saints, 

15 To execute judgment upon all, 
and to convince all that are ungodly 
among them of all their ungodly 
deeds which they have ungodly com¬ 
mitted, and of all their hard speeches 
whioh ungodly sinners have spoken 
against him. 

10 These are murraurers, complain- 
ers, walking after their own lusts; 
and their mouth speaketh great swell¬ 
ing words, having men’s persona in 
admiration because of advantage. 

17 But, beloved, remember ye the 
words which were spoken before of the 
apostles of our Lord Jesus Christ; 
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18 Dow that they told you there 
should ho mockers Id the last time, 
who should walk after their own un¬ 
godly lusts. 

19 These be they who separate 
themselvos, sensual, haying not the 
Spirit. 

20 But ye, beloved, hnllding np 
yourselves od your most holy faith, 
praying in the Holy Ghost, 

21 Keep yourselves in the love of 
God, looking for the meroy of our 
Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life. 
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22 And of some have compassion, 
making a difference ; 

23 And others aave with fear, pall¬ 
ing them out of the firo; hating even 
the garment spotted hy the flesh. 

24 Now unto him that is ahle to 
keep you from falling, and to present 
you faultless hefore the presence of 
his glory with exceeding joy, 

26 To the only wise God our Sa¬ 
viour, he glory and majesty, domin¬ 
ion and power, both now and ever. 
Amen.

CHAPTER I. 

HE Revelation of John, a servant 
of God, which was given unto him 
of Jesus Christ, to show unto his serv¬ 
ants things which must shortly come 
to pass, that he sont and signified by 
his angel unto his servant John, 

2 Who hore record of the word of 
God, and of the testimony of Jesus 
Christ, and of all things that he saw. 

3 Blessed are they who readeth, and 
thoy who hoareth and understandeth 
tho words of this prophecy, and keep- 
eth those things which ore written 
therein, for tho time of tho coming of 
the Lord drawclh nigh. 

4 Now this is the testimony of John 
to the seven servants who are over 
the seven churches in Asia. Graco 
unto you, and peace from him who is, 
and who wrb, and who is to como; 
who bath sent forth his angol from 
before hiB throne, to tostify unto those 
who are the seven servants over the 
seven churches. 

5 Therefore, I, John, the faithful 
witness, hear record of tho things 
which were delivered me of tho angel, 
and from Jesus Christ tho first begot¬ 
ten of tho dead, and the Prince of the 
kings of the earth. 

6 And unto him who loved us, bo 
glory; who washod us from our sins 
in his uwn blood, and hath made us 
kings and pricBls unto God, his 
Father. To him beglory and domin¬ 
ion, for over and over. Amen. 

T For behold, he oometh in the 
clouds with ten thousandsof his saints 
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THE DryiNE. 

| in the kingdom, clothed with the 
glory of his Fathor. And every eye 
shall see him; and they who pieroed 
him, and all kindreds of the earth 
shall wail beoause of him. Even so, 
Amen. 

6 For ho saith, I am Alpha and 
Omega, the beginning and the end¬ 
ing, the Lord, who is, and who was, 
and who iB to oome, the Almighty. 

9 I John, who also am your brother, 
and companion in trihulation, and in 
the kingdom and patienoe of Jeans 
Christ, was in the isle that is called 
Patmos, for the word of God, and for 
the testimony of Jesus Christ. 

10 1 was in the Spirit on the Lord's 
day, and heard hehind me a great 
voico, as of a trumpet, 

11 Saying, I am Alpha and Omega, 
the first and the last; and, What 
thou secst, write in a book, and send 
it unto the seven churches which are 
in Asia; unto EpheBus, and unto 
Smyrna, and unto Pergamos, and 
unto Thyalira, and unto Sardis, and 
unto Philadelphia, and unto Laodioea. 

12 And I turned to see from whenoe 
the voice came that spako to mo ; and 
being turned, I saw seven golden 
candlesticks; 

13 And in the midst of the coven 
candlesticks one like anto the Son of 
Mau, clothed with a garment down to 
the foot, and girt about the paps with 
a golden girdle. 

14 His head and his hairs were 
white like wool, as white as snow; 
and his eyes were as a flame of fire; 
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15 And his feel like unto fine brans, 
as if they burned in a furnace; and 
his voioe as the sound of many waters. 

16 And he had in his right hand 
seven stars; and out of hiB month 
went a sharp two-edged sword; and 
his oountenanoe was as the sun 
shining in his strength. 

17 And when I saw him, I fell at his 
feet as dead. And he laid his right 
hand upon me, saying unto me, Fear 
not; I am the first and the last; 

IS I am he that liveth, and was 
dead; and, behold, I am alive for 
evermore, Amen ; and have the keys 
of hell and of death. 

19 Write the things which thou hast 
seen, and the things which are, and 
the things which shall be hereafter. 

20 This is the mystery of the eeven 
stars which thou rawest in my right 
hand, and the seven golden candle¬ 
sticks. The seven stars are the serv¬ 
ants of tho seven churches; and the 
seven candlesticks which thou sawest 
are the seven churches. 

CHAPTER II. 

Charges to the eidert of Ephesta, Smyrna, 
I’trgamot and Thyatira. 

NTO the servant of the church 
of Ephesus write; These things 
sailh he that holdeth the seven stars 
in his right hand, who walketh in 
the midst of the seven golden candle¬ 
sticks ; 

2 I know thy workB, and thy labour, 
and thy patienoe, and how thou canst 
not bear them which are evil; and 
thou hast tried them which say they 
are apostles, and are not, and hast 
found them liars; 

3 And hast borne, and hast patienoe, 
and for my name’s sake hast laboured, 
and hast not fainted. 

4 Nevertheless I have somewhat 
against thee, becauso thou hast left 
thy first love. 

5 Remember therefore from whence 
thou art fallen, and repent, and do 
the first works; or else I will come 
unto thee quickly, and will remove 
thy oandlestiak out of his place, ex- 
oept thou repent. 

6 But this thou hast, that thou 
hatest the deeds of the Nicolaitans, 
whioh I also hate. 

7 He that hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto the ohurohes; 
To him that overcometh will I give 


to eat of the tree of life, which is in 
the midst of the paradise of God. 

8 And onto the servant of the churoh 
in Smyrna write ; These things saith 
the first and the last, whioh was dead, 
and is alive; 

9 I know thy works, and tribulation, 
and poverty, (but thou art rioh) and 
I know the blasphemy of them which 
say they are Jews, and are not, but 
are the synagogue of Satan. 

10 Fear none of those things which 
thou shalt Buffer; behold, the devil 
shall cast some of you into prison, 
that yo may be tried; and ye shall 
have tribulation ten days; be thou 
faithful unto death and I will give 
thee a orown of life. 

11 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear wbat the Spirit saith unto the 
churches; He that overcometh shall 
not be hurt of the second doath. 

12 And to the servant of the ohurob 
in Pergamos write; These things 
saith he whioh hath the sharp sword 
with two edges; 

13 I know thy works, and where 
thou dwellest, even where Satan's 
seat is; and thou holdest fast my 
name, and hast not denied my faith, 
even in those days wherein Antipin 
was my faithful martyr, who was slain 
among you, where Satan dwelleth. 

14 But I have a few things against 
thee, because thou hast there them 
that hold the dootrine of Balaam, 
who taught Balak to oast a stumbling 
block before the ohildrcn of Israel, to 
eat things sacrified unto idols, and to 
commit fornication. 

15 So hast thou also them that hold 
the doctrine of the Nicolaitans, whioh 
thing I hate. 

16 Repent; or else I will come unto 
thee quickly, and will fight against 
them with the sword of my mouth. 

17 He that hath an ear, let ^iim 
hear wbat the Spirit saith unto the 
ohurches; To him that overcometh 
will I give to eat of the hidden manna, 
and will give him a white stont, and 
in the stono a new name written, 
whioh no man knoweth saving he 
that reoeiveth it. 

IS And unto the servant of the 
churoh in Thyatira write; These 
things saith the Son of God, who hath 
hie eyes like unto a flame of fire, and 
his feet are like fine braes; 




CHAPTER III. 


10 I know thy works, and oh&rity, 
and servioe, and faith, and thy 
patience, and thy works ; and the last 
to be mere than the first. 

20 Notwithstanding I have a few 
thingB against thee, because thon 
sufFercst that woman Jezebel, which 
oalloth herself a prophetess, to teach 
aDd to seduce my servants to oom- 
mit fornioation, and to eat things 
sacrificed onto idols. 

21 And I gave her space to repent 
of her fornication; ana she repented 
not. 

22 Behold, T will cast her into hell, 
and them th. l commit adultery with 
her into great tribulation, except they 
repent of their deeds. 

23 And I will kill her ohildren 
with death; and all the churohes 
shall know that I am be which searoh- 
eth the reins and hearts; and I will 
give unto overy ono of you according 
to your works. 

24 Bnt unto you I say, and unto 
the rest in Thyatira, as many as 
have not this dootrine, and which 
have not known the depths of Satan, 
as they speak; I will put upon yon 
none other burden. 

26 But that whioh ye have already, 
hold faBt till I come. 

20 And to him who overcomeLh, and 
keepeth my commandments unto the 
end, will I give power ovor many 
kingdoms; 

27 And he shall rule thorn with the 
word of God; and they shall be in 
hie handB as the vossols of day in 
the hands of a potter; and he shall 
govern them by faith, with oauity 
■ nd justice, oven as I received ot my 
Father. 

28 And I will give him the morn¬ 
ing star. 

20 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
shurohes. 

CHAPTER III. 

Charge. to the eldert of Sardi j, Philadel¬ 
phia, and Laodicta. 

N D unto the servant of tho churoh 
in Bardie, write; These things 
saith he who hath tho seven stars, 
whioh are the seven servants of God; 
I know thy works, that thou hast a 
name that thou livest, and art not 
dead. 

2 Be watohful therefore, and 
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strengthen those who remain, who 
are ready to die; for 1 have not 
found thy works perfeot before God. 

3 Remember therefore how thon 
hast received and heard, and hold 
fast, and repent. If therefore thon 
shalt not watch, I will ooine on thee 
as a thief, and thou shalt not know 
what hour I will come upon thee. 

4 Thon hast a few names even in 
Sardis which have not defiled their 
garments; and they shall walk with 
me in white ; for they are worthy. 

5 He that overoometh, the same 
shall be clothed in white raiment; 
and I will not blot out his name out 
of the book of life, but I will confess 
his name before my Father, and be¬ 
fore hie angels. 

6 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. 

7 And to the servant of the ohnroh 
in Philadelphia write; These things 
saith he that is holy, he that is true, 
ho that hath the key of David, he 
that openeth, and no man shutteth ; 
and shutteth, and no man openeth; 

8 I know thy works ; behold, I have 
set before thee an opon door, and no 
innn can shut it; for Ihou hast a lit¬ 
tle strength, and hast kept my word, 
and hast not denied my namo. 

9 Behold, I will make them of the 
synagogue of Satan, whioh say they 
are Jews, and are not, but do He; 
behold, I will make them to oome 
and worship boforo thy foot, and to 
know that 1 have loved thee. 

10 Because thou hast kept the word 
of my pationoe, I also will keep thee 
from tho hour of temptation, whioh 
shall como upon all the world, to try 
thorn that dwell upon the earth. 

11 Behold, I oome quickly; hold 
that fast whioh thoa nast, that no 
man take thy crown. 

12 Him that overoometh will I 
make a pillar in the temple of roy 
God, and he shall go no more out; 
and I will write upon him the name 
of my God; and this is the name of 
tho oity of my God, New Jerusalem, 
whioh oometh down out of heaven 
from my God; and I will write upon 
him my new name. 

13 He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
ohurohoi. 
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14 And "jnto the servant of the 
eharch of the Laodiceans write; 
These things saith the Amen, the 
faithful and true witness, the begin¬ 
ning of the creation of Qod; 

15 1 know thy works, that thou art 
neither cold nor hot; I wonld thou 
wert cold or hot. 

16 So then because thou art luke¬ 
warm, and neither cold nor hot, I will 
spew thee out of my mouth. 

17 Because thou sayest, I am rich, 
and increased with goods, and have 
need of nothing; and knowest not 
that thou art wretched, and misera¬ 
ble, and poor, aDd blind, and naked; 

18 I counsel thee to buy of me 
gold tried in the fire, that thou may- 
est be rich; and white raiment, that 
thou mayest be clothed, and that the 
shame of thy nakedness do not ap¬ 
pear; and anoint thine eyes with 
eye-salve, that thou mayest sec. 

19 As many as I love, I rebuke 
and chasten; be zealous therefore, 
and repent. 

20 Behold, I stand at tbo door, and 
knook; if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come in to 
him, and will sup with him, and he 
with me. 

21 To him that overcometh will I 
grant to sit with me in my throne, 
even aB I also overcame, and am set 
down with my Father in his throne. 

22 He that hath an car, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the 
churches. 

CHAPTER IV. 

John seeth the Vtrrme of God—The four and 
twenty elders—The four beasts, 

FTER this I looked, and behold, 
a door was opened into heaven: 
and the first voice which I heard was 
as it were of a trumpet talking with 
me; which Baid, Como up hither, 
and I will show thee things which 
must be hereafter. 

2 And immediately I was in the 
Spirit; and, behold, a throno was set 
in heaven, and one sat on the throne. 

3 And be that sat thero was to look 
upon like a jasper and a sardine- 
stone ; and there was a rainbow round 
about the throne, in eight like unto 
an emerald. 

4 And in the midst of the throne wore 
four and twenty seats; and upon the 
seats I saw four and twenty elders 


sitting, olothed In white raiment^ 
and they had on their heads orownd 
like gold. 

6 And out of the throne proceedcil 
lightnings and thnnderings and 
voices; and there were seven lamps 
of fire burning before the throne, 
which are the seven servants of God. 

6 And before the throne there was 
a sea of glass like unto crystal; and 
in the midst of the throne were the 
four and twenty elders; and ronnd 
about the throne, were four beasts 
full of eyes before and behind. 

7 And the first beast was like a lion, 
and the second boast like a calf, and 
the thiid beast had a face as a man, 
and the fourth beast was like a flying 
eagle. 

8 And the four beasts had each of 
them six wings about him ; and they 
were full of eyes within; and they 
rest Dot day and night, saying, Holy, 
holy, holy, Lord God Almighty, which 
was, and is, and is to come. 

9 And when those beasts give glory 
and honour and thanks to him that 
sits on the throne, who liveth for ever 
and ever, 

10 The four and twenty elders fall 
down before him that sits on the 
throne, and worship him that liveth 
for evor and ever, and oast their 
crowns before the throne, saying, 

11 Thou art worthy, 0 Lord, to 
receive glory and honour and power: 
for tbou bast created all things, and 
for thy pleasure they are and were 
created. 

CHAPTER V. 

The book sealed with se ven seals—The Lion 
of the tribe of JudiL. 

ND I saw in the right hand of 
him that sits on the throne a 
book written within and on the back 
side, sealed with seven seals. 

2 And I saw a strong angel, and 
heard him proclaiming with a loud 
voice, Who is worthy to open the 
hook, and loose the seals thereof? 

3 And no mao in heaven, nor in 
earth, neither under the earth, was 
able to open the book, neither to look 
thereon. 

4 And I wept much, because no 
man was found worthy to open and 
to read the book, neither to look 
thereon. 

6 And one of the elders saith ante 
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me, Weep not; behold, the Lion of 
the tribe of Juda, the Root of Darid, 
hath prevailed to open tbe hook, and 
to loose the seven seals thoreof. 

6 And I behold, and, lo, in the 
midst of the throne and of the four 
boasts, and in the midst of the elders, 
stood a Lamb as it had been slain, 
having twelve horns and twelve eyos, 
whioh are the twelve servants of Qod, 
sent forth into all the earth. 

7 And he oame and took the book 
out of the right hand of him that 
sat upon the throne. 

8 And whon he had takon the book, 
the four beasts and four and twenty 
elders fell down bbforo the Lamb, 
having every one of them harp9, and 
golden vials full of odours, wbioh are 
the prayers of saints. 

6 And they sang a new song, say¬ 
ing, Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to opon the seals thereof; 
for thou waet slain, and hast redeem¬ 
ed ns to Qod by thy blood out of 
every kindrod, and tongue, and peo¬ 
ple, and nation; 

10 And haBt made us unto our Qod 
kings and priests; and wo shall reign 
on the eartn. 

11 And I beheld, and I heard the 
voice of many angels round about 
tho throne, and the beasts, and the 
elders; and tho nnmber of them was 
ton thousand times ten thousand, and 
thousands of thousands; 

12 Saying with a loud voice, Wor¬ 
thy is the Lamb that was slain to 
reoeive power, and riohes, and wis¬ 
dom, ana strength, and honour, and 
glory, and blessing. 

13 And evory creature which is in 
heaven, and on tho earth, and under 
the earth, and snoh as are in the sea, 
and all that are in them, beard I 
saying, Blossing, and honour, and 
glory, and power, be onto him that 
flitteth upoD the throne, and nnto the 
Lamb for ever and ever. 

14 And the four boasts said, Amon. 
And the foar and twenty elders fell 
down and worshipped him that livoth 
for ever and over. 

CHAPTER VI. 

The opening of the unit. 

ND I saw when tho Lamb opened 
one of the seals, one of tho four 
beasts, and I hoard, as it were, the 
noise of thunder, saying, Come and see. 
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2 And 1 saw, and behold a white 
horse; and he that lat on him had a 
bow; and a crown was given ante 
him ; and he went forth conquering, 
and to conquer. 

3 And when he had opened the 
second soal, 1 heard the second beast 
say, Come and see. 

4 And there went out another horse 
that was red; and power was given to 
him that sat thereon to take peace 
from the earth, and that they should 
kill one another; and there was given 
unto him a great sword. 

5 And whon he had opened the 
third seal, I heard the third beast 
Bay, Come and see. And I beheld, 
and lo a black horse; and he that sat 
on him had a pair of balances in his 
hand. 

6 And I heard a voice in the midst 
of the four beasts say, A measure of 
wheat for a penny, and throe mea¬ 
sures of barloy for a penny; and hart 
not thou the oil and the wine. 

7 And when he had opened the 
fourth seal, I heard the voice of the 
fourth beast say, Come and see. 

B And I looked, and behold a pale 
horse; and his name that sat on him 
was Death, and Hell followed with 
him. And power was given unto 
them over the fourth part of the 
earth, to kill with sword, and with 
hunger, and with death, and with the 
beasts of the earth. 

9 And when he had opened the fifth 
seal, I saw undor the altar the Boals 
of them that wore slain for the word 
of Qod, and for the testimony which 
they held; 

10 And they cried with a loud voioe, 
saying, How long, 0 Lord, holy and 
true, dost thou not judge and avenge 
our blood on them that dwell on the 
earth 7 

11 And white robes were givon unto 
every one of thorn; and it was said 
nnto them, that they should rest yet 
for a little season, until their fellow- 
servants also and their brethren, that 
should be killed as they were, should 
bo fulfilled. 

12 And I beheld when he had 
opened the sixth seal, and, lo, there 
was a groat oarthquake; and the sua 
booame black as sackcloth of hair, 
and the moon booame as blood; 

13 And the stars of heaven fell ante 
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the earth, even as a fig tree casteth 
her untimely figs, when Bhe ia shaken 
of a mighty wind. 

14 And the heavenB opened aa a 
soroll ia opened when it ib rolled to¬ 
gether; and every mountain, and 
iBland, was moved out of its place. 

15 And the kings of the earth, and 
the great men, and the rioh men, and 
the ohief captains, and the mighty 
men, and every bond man, and every 
free man, hid themaolvea in tho dens 
and in the rocks of the mountains ; 

16 And said to the mountains and 
rooks, Fall on us, and hide us from 
the face of him that sitteth on the 
throno, and from the wrath of the 
Lamb; 

17 For the groat day of his wrath 
is oome; and who shall be able to 
stand ? 

CHAPTER VII. 

The servants of Ood sealed—The innumerable 
multitude. 

ND after these things I saw four 
angels standing on tho four 
oornors of tho earth, holding the four 
wind* of the earth, that tho wind 
should not blow on the earth, nor on 
the sea, nor on any troo. 

2 And I saw another angel asoend- 
ing from the east, having the seal of 
tho living God; and I heard him ory 
with a load voice to the four angels, 
to whom it was given to hurt the 
earth and the sea, 

3 Saying, Hurt not the earth, nei¬ 
ther the Bea, nor the trees, till we 
havo sealed the sorvants of our God 
in their foreheads. 

A And tho number of them who 
were sealed, wero an hundred and 
forty and four thonsand of all the 
tribes of the ohildren of Israel. 

5 Of the tribe of Jnda wore sealod 
twelve thousand. Of tho tribo of 
Reuben woro seated twelve thousand. 
Of the tribo of Gad woro sealod 
twelve thonsand. 

6 Of the tribe of Aser were sealed 
twelve thonsand. Of tho trihe of 
Nephthalim were sealed twelve thon¬ 
sand. Of the tribe of Manassos were 
sealed twelve thousand. 

7 Of tho tribe of Bimoon were seal¬ 
ed twelve thousand. Of the tribe 
of Levi were soaled twelve thousand. 
Of the tribe of Tssaohar wero sealed 
twelve thousand. 


6 Of the trihe of Zabulon were 
sealed twelve thousand. Of the tribe 
of Joseph were sealed twelve thou¬ 
sand. Of the tribe of Benjamin were 
sealed twelve thousand. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a 
great multitude, whioh no man could 
number, of all nations, and kindreds, 
and people, and tongues, stood before 
the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palmi 
in their hands; 

10 And cried with a loud voice, Bay¬ 
ing, Salvation to our God whioh sit¬ 
teth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb. 

11 And all the angcla stood round 
about the throne, and about the eld¬ 
ers and the four beaBts, and fell 
before the throne on their faces, and 
worshipped God, 

12 Saying, Amen; Blessing, and 
glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, 
and hononr, and power, and might, 
be unto our God for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

13 And one of the elders answered, 
saying unto me, What are these 
whioh are arrayed in white robes? 
and whence came they ? 

14 And I said unto him, Sir, thou 
knowest. And he said to me, These 
are they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb. 

15 Therefore are they hefore the 
throne of God, and serve him day 
and night in his temple; and he that 
sitteth on the throne shall dwell 
among them. 

16 They shall hunger no more, nei¬ 
ther thirst any more; neither shall 
the sun light on them, nor any heat. 

17 For the Lamb which is in the 
midst of the throne shall feed them, 
and shall lead them unto living fount¬ 
ains of waters; and God Bhall wipe 
away all tears from tbeir eyes. 

CHAPTER VTTT. 

&wn angels , seven trumpets — Four sound, 
and great plagues follow . 

ND when he had opened the 
soventh seal, there was silence 
in hcavon about the apace of half an 
hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels whioh 
stood beforo God; and to them were 
given the seven trumpets. 
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CHAPTER TX. 


3 And another angol came and stood 
at the altar, baring a golden censer; 
and thero was given nnto him much 
Inoonse, that he should offer it with 
the prayors of all Baints upon the 
golden altar which was hotoro the 
throne. 

4 And the smoke of the incense, 
which camo with the prayers of the 
saints, ascendod up before God out 
of tho angel’s band. 

6 And the angel took the oenser, 
and filled it with fire of the altar, and 
oast it into the earth; and there were 
voices, and thunderings, and light¬ 
nings, and an earthquako. 

6 And tho seven angola which bad 
the seven trumpets preparod them¬ 
selves to sound. 

7 The first angel soundod, and 
there followed hail and tiro mingled 
with blood, and they were cast upon 
tho earth; and tbo third part of trees 
was burnt up, and all green grass 
was burnt up. 

8 And tho second angol sounded, 
and as it wore a great mountain 
bnrning with firo was cast into the 
sea; and tbo third part of the sea 
became blood. 

9 And tho third part of the crea¬ 
tures whioh wore in the Boa, and had 
life, diod; and tho third part of tho 
ships woro destroyod. 

10 And the third angel sounded, 
and there fell a great star from hea¬ 
ven, burning as it were a lump, and 
it fell upou the third part of the rivers, 
and upon tho fountains of waters; 

11 And tho namo of the star is railed 
Wormwood; and tho third part of 
the waters bcoume wormwood; and 
many mon died of the waters, bo- 
oauso they were made bitter. 

12 And tho fourth angel sounded, 
and the third part of tho sun was 
smitten, and the third part of the 
moon, and the third part of the stars; 
so that the third part of them was 
darkenod, and the day shone not for 
a third part of it, and the night like¬ 
wise. 

13 And 1 beheld, and heard an 
angol flying through the midst of 
heaven, saying with a loud voice, 
Woo, woo, woe, to the inh&bltera of 
tho earth by reason of the other 
voioos of the trumpet of the three 
angols, whioh are yet to sound) 


CHAPTER LX. 

The founding of the fifth angel — Opening cf 
the bottomleu pit. 

ND the fifth angel sonnded, and 
I saw an angel fall from heaven 
unto the earth ; and to him was given 
the key of the bottomless pit. 

2 And he opened the bottomless pit; 
and there arose a smoke out of the 
pit, as the smoke of a great furnace; 
and the snn and the air were dark¬ 
ened by reason of the smoke of the 
pit. 

3 And there came ont of the smoke 
locusts upon tho earth; and onto 
them was given power, as the scor¬ 
pions of tho earth have power. 

4 And it was commanded them that 
they should not hurt fhe grass of the 
earth, noithor any green thing, nei¬ 
ther any troo; but only those men 
which have not tho seal of God in 
their forchoadB. 

5 And to them It was given that 
they should not kill them, bnt that 
they should be tormented five months; 
and their torment was as tho torment 
of a scorpion, when he striketh a 
man. 

6 And in those days shall men seek 
death, and shall not find it; and 
shall desire to die, and death shall 
flee from them. 

7 And the shapes of the loonsts 
were like unto horses prepared nnto 
baltlo; and on their heads were as it 
were crowns like gold, and their faoes 
were as the faoes of men. 

8 And they had hair as the hair of 
women, and thoir teeth were as the 
teeth of lions. 

0 And they had breastplates, as it 
were breastplates of iron; and the 
sound of tnoir wings was aB the 
sound of chariots of many horses 
ranning to battle. 

10 And thoy had tails like nnto 
soorpionn, and there wore stings in 
thoir tails; and their power was to 
hurt men five months. 

11 And they had a king over them, 
whioh is the angel of the bottomless 
pit, whoso name in the Hebrew tongue 
is Abaddon, but in the Greok tongue 
hath his name Apollyon. 

12 One woe is past; and, v ohold, 
there coins two woes more hereafter. 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, 
and I heard a voice from the four 
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horns of the golden altar which is 
before God, 

14 Baying to the sixth aDgel which 
had the trumpet, Loose the four an¬ 
gels whioh are bound in the bottom¬ 
less pit. 

15 And the four angelB were loosed, 
which were prepared for an hoar, and 
a day, and a month, and a year, for 
to slay the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the army 
of tho horsemen were two hundred 
thousand thousand; and I saw the 
number of them. 

17 And thuB I eaw the horses in the 
riBion, and them that sat on them, 
having breastplates of firo, and of ja¬ 
cinth, and brimstone; and the heads 
of the horses were as tho hoads of 
lions; and out of their mouths issued 
fire and smoke and brimstoao. 

18 By these three was tho third 
art of mon killed, by the Gre, and 
y the smoke, and by the brimstone, 

which issued out of their mouths. 

19 For their powor is in their mouth, 
and in their tails; for their tails were 
like unto serpents, and had hoads, 
and with them they do hurt. 

20 And the rest of tho men which 
were not killed by those plagues yet 
repented not of the works of tbeir 
hands, that they should not worship 
devils, and idols of gold, and silver, 
and brass, and Btone, and of wood; 
whioh neither can see, nor hoar, nor 
walk; 

21 Noither repented thoy of their 
marders, nor of their sorceries, nor of 
their fomioation, nor of their thefts. 

CHAPTER X. 

The angel with an open book—The end qf 
time declared—John eati the book. 

ND I saw another mighty angel 
come down from heaven, clothed 
with a cloud; and a rainbow was 
upon his head, and his face was as it 
were the sun, and his feet as pillars 
of fire; 

2 And he had in his hand a little 
book open; and he set his right foot 
upon tne sea, and his left foot on the 
earth, 

9 And oried with a loud voioe, as 
when a lion roareth; and when he 
had oried, seven thunders utterod 
their voioes. 

4 And when the seven thunders had 
uttered their voioes, I was about to 


write; and I heard a voice from hea¬ 
ven saying unto me, Those things are 
sealed up which the seven thunders 
uttered, and write them not. 

5 And the angel which 1 saw stand 
upon the sea and upon the earth lift¬ 
ed up his hand to heaven, 

6 And sware by him that liveth for 
ever and ever, who created heaven, 
and the things that therein are, and 
the earth, and the things that therein 
are, and the sea, and the things whioh 
are therein, that there should be time 
no longer; 

7 But in the days of the voice of the 
seventh angel, when he shall begin to 
sound, the mystery of God should be 
finished, as he hath deolared to his 
servants the prophets. 

8 And the voice whioh I heard from 
heaven spake unto me again, and 
said, Go and take the little hook 
which is open in the hand of the 
angel which standeth upon the sea 
and upon the earth. 

6 And I wont unto tho angel, and 
said unto him, Give me the little 
book. Aud he said onto me, Take 
it, and eat it up; and it shall make 
thy belly bitter, but it shall be in thy 
mouth sweet as honey. 

10 And I took the little book out of 
the angel’s hand, and ate it up ; and 
it was in my mouth sweet as honey; 
and as soon as I had eaten it, my 
belly was bitter. 

11 And ho said unto mo, Thou mast 
prophesy again before many peoples, 
and nations, and tongaes, and kings. 

CHAPTER XI. 

The. two witnesses prophesy — They have pow¬ 
er to shtd heaven, thal ii rain not — The beast 
shall Jiffht against them, and kill them — 
They lie unburied—-After three days and 
a half rise again—Tne second woe is pad 
— The. seventh trumpet soundelh. 

ND there was given me a reed 
like unto a rod; and the angel 
stood, saying, Rise, and measure the 
temple of God, and the altar, and 
them that worship therein. 

2 But the oourt whioh is without the 
tho temple, leave out, and measure it 
cot; for it is given unto the Gentiles; 
and the holy oity shall they tread un- 
dor foot forty and two months. 

3 And I will give power unto my 
two witnesses, and they shall pro¬ 
phesy & thousand two hundred and 
threesoore days, olothed in sackcloth 





CHAPTER XII. 


4 'Riese are the two olive tree*, and 
tho two candlesticks standing before 
the Qorl of the earth. 

5 And if any man will hurt them, 
fire proccedclh out of their mouth, 
and aevourcth their enemies; and if 
any man will hurt them, he muBt in 
this manner bo killod. 

6 These have power to Bkut heaven, 
that it rain not in the days of their 
prophecy ; and have power over wa¬ 
ters to turn thorn to blood, and to 
smile tho earth with all plagues, as 
often as they will. 

7 And when they shall have finishod 
their testimony, the beast that as- 
oendeth out of the bottomless pit 
shall make war against them, and 
shall overcome them, and kill them. 

B And their dead bodies shall lie in 
tho street of tho great city, which 
spiritually is called Sodom and Egypt, 
where also our Lord was crucified. 

9 And they of Lhe people and kin¬ 
dreds and tongues and nations shall 
see their dead bodies threo days and 
a half, and shall not sufTcr their doad 
bodies to bo put in graves. 

10 And they that dwell upon the 
earth shall rejoice over them, and 
make merry, and shall send gifts ono 
to another; because these two pro¬ 
phets tormented them that dwelt on 
the earth. 

11 And after three dayB and a half 
the Spirit of life from God entered 
into tliem, and they stood upon thoir 
feet; and grenl fear fell upon them 
which saw them. 

12 And they heard a great voico 
from heaven, saying unto them, Come 
op hither. And they ascended up to 
heaven in a cloud; and their enemies 
behold them. 

13 And the Bamo hour was there a 
great earthquake, and tho tenth part 
of tho city fell, nnd in the earthqunko 
woro slain of mon soven thousand; 
and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven. 

14 The second woe is past; and, be¬ 
hold, the third woe conicth quickly. 

16 And the seventh angel sounded; 
and there were great voices in hea¬ 
ven, saying, The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of 
our Lord, and of hiB Christ; and he 
shall reign for ever and ever. 

16 And the four and twenty elders,

which sat before God on their seats, 
fell upon their faces, and worshipped 
God, 

17 Saying, We give thoo thanks, 0 
Lord God Almighty, which art, and 
wast, and art to come : because thoo 
hast taken to thee tby great power, 
and hast reigned. 

18 And the nations were angry, and 
thy wrath is come, and the time of 
the dead, that they should be judged, 
and that thou shouidest give reward 
onto thy servants the prophets, and 
to the saints, and them that fear thy 
name, small and great; and shouidest 
dostroy them which destroy the earth. 

19 And the temple of God was 
opened in heaven, and there was 
seen in his temple the ark of his 
tostament; and there were light¬ 
nings and voices, and thunderings 
and an earthquake, and great hail. 

CHAPTER Xn. 

The woman clothed with the sun — The Ted 
dragon — The woman JUeih—Fight with 
the dragon. 

ND there appeared a great sign 
in heaven, in the likeness of 
things on the earth ; a woman clothed 
with tho sun, and the moon under 
her feet, and upon her head a crown 
of twclvo stars. 

2 And the woman being with child, 
cried, travailing in birth, and pained 
to be delivered. 

3 And she hrought forth a man 
child, who was to rule all nations 
with a rod of iron; and her child 
was caught up unto God and his 
throne. 

4 And there appeared another sign 
in heaven ; and behold, a great red 
dragon, having sevon heads and ten 
horns, and sevon orowns upon his 
heads. And his tail drow tne third 
part of tho stars of heaven, and did 
cast them to the earth. And the dra¬ 
gon stood before the woman which 
was dclivorod, ready to devour her 
child after it was born. 

5 And the woman fled into the wil¬ 
derness, whore she had a place pre¬ 
pared of God, that they should feed 
her there a thousand and two hun¬ 
dred and threcsoore years. 

6 And there was war in heaven; 
Miohael and his angels fought against 
the dragon ; and the dragon and his 
angels fought against Miohael; 
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7 And the dragon prevailed not 1 
against Miohael, neither the child, 
nor the woman which was tho church 
of God, who had been delivered of 
her pains, and brought forth the 
kingdom of God and his Christ. 

8 Neither was there place found in 
heaven for the great red dragon, who 
was cast out; that old serpent called 
the devil, and also called Satan, 
which deceiveth the whole world; he 
was oast out into the earth; and hie 
angels were cast out with him. 

0 And I heard a loud voico saying 
in heaven. Now is come salvAtion, 
and strength, and the kingdom of 
our God, and the power of his 
Christ; 

10 For the accuser of our brethren 
is oast down, which accused them be- 
fore our God day and night. 

11 For Lhey have overcome him by 
the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of Lhcir testimony; for they 
loved not their own lives, but kept 
the testimony even unto death. 
Therefore, rejoice 0 heavens, ond 
ye that dwell in them. 

12 And after these things I heard 
another voice saying, Woe to tho in¬ 
habited of the earth, yea, and they 
who dwell upon tho islands of the sea ! 
for Lhe devil is come down unto you, 
having great wrath, because bo know- 
eth that he hath but a short time. 

13 For when the drngon saw that 
he was cast unto the earth, he per¬ 
secuted the woman which brought 
forth tho man child. 

14 Therefore, to the woman was 
given two wings of a great eagle, 
that she might fleo into the wilder¬ 
ness, into her place, where she is 
nourished for a time, and times, and 
half a time, from tho face of the ser¬ 
pent. 

15 And the serpent casteth out of 
his mouth water as a flood after tho 
woman, that he might cause hor to 
be carried away of the flood. 

10 And tho earth helpctb tho wo¬ 
man, and the earth openeth her 
month, and swallowotb up the flood 
whioh the dragon casteth out of his 
mouth. 

17 Therefore, the dragon was wroth 
with the woman, and went to make 
war with the remnant of her seed, 
which keep the oommandmenU of 


God, and have the testimony of Jesus 
Christ. 

CHAPTER XIII. 

The beast vriih seven heads and ten honu — 
Another beast—Men compelled to vxrnhif 
the beast—The faith, of the taints. 

ND I saw another sign, in the 
likeness of the kingdoms of the 
earth ; a beast rise up out of the sea, 
and he stood upon tho sand of the sea, 
hav'mg seven heads and ten horns; 
and upon his boms ten orowns; and 
upon his heads the name of blas¬ 
phemy. 

2 And the beast which I saw was 
like unto a leopard, and his feet 
were as the feet of a bear, and his 
mouth as the mouth of a lion; and 
the dragon gave him his power, and 
his seat, and great authority. 

3 And I saw one of his heads as it 
were wounded to death; and his 
deadly wound was healed; and all 
the world wondered after the beast. 

4 And they worshipped the dragon 
which gave power unto the beast; 
aud they worshipped the beast, say¬ 
ing, TVho is like unto the beast? 
who is able to make war with him ? 

5 And there was given unto him 
a mouth speaking great things and 
blasphemies; and power was given 
unto him to continue forty and two 
months. 

6 And he opened bis mouth in blas¬ 
phemy against God, to blaspheme his 
name, and his tahernacle, and them 
that dwell in heaven. 

7 And it was given unto him to 
make war with the saints, and to 
overcome them; and power was 
given him over all kindreds, and 
tongues, and nations. 

S And all that dwell ut on the earth 
shall worship him, whose names are 
not written in the book <vf life of the 
Lamb slain from the foundation of 
the world. 

9 If any man have an ear, let him 

hear. 

10 Ho that leadeth into captivity 
shall go into oaptivity; he that kill- 
eth with the sword must bo killed 
with lhe sword. Here is the patience 
and the faith of the saints. 

11 And I behold another beast oom- 
ing up oat of the earth ; and he had 
two horns like a lamb, and he spake 
as a dragon. 
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12 And ho exercisoth nil the power 
of tho first boast before him, and 
oauecth the earth and them which 
dwell therein to worship the first 
beast, whose deadly wound was 
healed. 

13 And ho doeth great wonders, 
bo that he maketh fire come down 
from heaven on the earth in the 
Bight of men, 

14 And decoiveth them that dwell 
on tho earth by tho means of those 
miracles which ho had power to do 
in the sight of tho beast; saying to 
thorn that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the 
boast, which had tho wound by a 
sword, and did live. 

15 And he had power to givo life 
onto tho image of the beast, that 
the image of the beast should both 
speak, and cause that as maDy ae 
would not worship the image of the 
boast should bo killod. 

16 And he oauecth all, both small 
and great, rioh and poor, free and 
bond, to roociveamark in their right 
hand, or in their foreheads; 

17 And that no man might buy 
or sell, save ho that had the mark, or 
the name of the beast, or the number 
of his name. 

18 Here is wisdom. Let him that 
hath understanding count tho num¬ 
ber of the beast; for it is the num¬ 
ber of a man; and hie numbor is 
Six hundred threesoore and six. 

CHAPTER XIV. 

The Lamb on mount Sion—An angel re - 
tUrreth the gospel-‘The fall of Babylon — 
The harvest of the world. 

ND I looked, and, lo, a Lamb 
stood on the mount Sion, and 
with him a hundred forty and four 
thousand, having his Father's name 
written in their foreheads. 

2 And I hoard a voioc from heaven, 
as tho voice of many waters, and as 
the voioe of a great thunder; and I 
hoard tho voice of harpers harping 
with tbeir harps; 

3 And they sung as it were a new 
song bofero the throne, and before 
the four beasts, and the elders; and 
no man could learn that song but the 
houdred and forty and four thousand, 
whioh were redoemed from the earth. 

4 These are they whioh wore not 
defiled with women; for they are 


2T0 

virgins. These are they which fol¬ 
low the La mh whithersoever he goeth. 
These were redeemed from among 
men, heing the first-fruits unto God 
and to the Lamb. 

5 And in their mouth was found 
no guile; for they are wilhout fault 
before the throne of God. 

6 And I saw another angel fly in 
the midst of heaven, having the ever¬ 
lasting gospel to prcaoh unto them 
that dwell on the earth, aud to every 
nation, and kindred, and tongue, and 
people, 

7 Saying with a loud voioe, Fear 
God, and givo glory to him ; for the 
hour of his judgment is oome; and 
worship him that made he&von, and 
earth, aud the sea, and the fountains 
of waters. 

8 And there followed another angel, 
Baying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, 
that great city, because she made 
all nations drink of the wine of the 
wrath of her fornioation. 

9 Aud the third angel followed 
them, saying with a loud voioe, If 
any man worship the beast aud his 
image, and rccoive his mark iD his 
forehead, or in his hand, 

10 The same shall drink of tho wine 
of the wrath of God, whioh is poured 
out without mixture into the eup of 
his indignation; and he shall be tor¬ 
mented with fire and brimBtone in 
tho prosonoo of the holy angels, and 
in the prosenoe of the Lamb; 

11 Aud tho smoke of their tor¬ 
ment aseendeth up for ever and ever; 
and they have no rest day nor night, 
who worship tho beast and his image, 
and whosoovor reoeiveth the mark of 
his name. 

12 Here is the patience of the 
saints; here are they that keep the 
oommandments of God, and the faith 
of Jesus. 

13 And I heard a voice from hea¬ 
ven saying unto me, Write, Blessed 
are the dead whioh die in the Lord 
from henceforth; Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their 
labours; and their works do follow 
them. 

14 And I looked, and behold a 
white cloud, and upon the cloud one 
sal like unto the Son of Man, hAring 
on his head a golden orown, and In 
his hand a sharp sickle. 
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15 And another angel came out of 
the temple, orying with a lond voice 
to him that sat on the cloud, Thrust 
in thy sickle, and reap; for the time 
is come for thee to reap; for the har¬ 
vest of the earth is ripe. 

16 And be that Bat on the cloud 
thrust in his sickle on the earth; and 
the earth was reaped. 

17 And another angel came out of 
the temple which is in heaven, he 
alsa having a sharp sickle. 

IS And another angel came out 
from the altar, which had power over 
fire; and cried with a loud cry to 
him that had the sharp sickle, say¬ 
ing, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and 
gather the clusters of the vine of the 
earth ; for her grapes are fully ripe. 

19 And the angel thrust in his 
sickle into the earth, and gathered 
the vine of the earth, and cast it into 
the great winepress of the wTath of God. 

20 And the winepress was trodden 
without the city, and blood came oul 
of the winepress, even unto the horses' 
bridles, by the space of a thousand 
and six hundred furlongs. 

CHAPTER XV. 

The seven last plagues—The song of than 

that overcame—The seven trials of wrath. 
ND I saw another sign in hea¬ 
ven, great and marvellous, seven 
angels having the seven last plagues; 
for in them is filled up the WTath of 
God. 

2 And I saw as it were a sea of 
glass mingled with fire; and them 
that had gotten the victory over the 
beast, and over his image, and over 
his mark, and over the number of his 
name, 9tand on the sea of glass, hav¬ 
ing the harps of God. 

3 And they sing the song of Moses 
the servant of God, and the song of 
the Lamb, saying, Great and mar¬ 
vellous are thy works, Lord God 
Almighty; just and true are thy 
ways, thou King of saints. 

4 Who shall not fear thee, 0 Lord, 
and glorify thy name? for thou only 
art holy; for all nations shall come 
and worship before thee; for thy 
judgments are mado manifest. 

5 And after that I looked, and. be¬ 
hold, the temple of the tabernacle of 
the testimony in heaven was opened; 

8 And the seven angels oame out of 
the temple, having the seven plagues. 


clothed in pure and white linen, and 
having their breasts girded with 
golden girdles. 

7 And one of the four beast9 gave 
unto the seven angels seven golden 
vials full of the wrath of God, who 
liveth for ever and ever. 

8 And the temple was filled with 
smoke from the glory of God, and 
from his power; and no man was 
able to enter into the tcmplo. till the 
seven plagues of the seven angels 
were fulfilled. 

CHAPTER XVI. 

The angels pour out their rials — The ilaguet 

that follow—Christ cometh as a thief — 

Blessed art they that watch—Spirits of 

devils. 

ND I heard a great voice out of 
the temple saying to the seven 
angels. Go your ways, and pour ont 
the vials of the wrath of God upon 
the earth. 

2 And the first went, and poured out 
his vial upon the earth ; and there fell 
a noisome and grievous sore upon the 
men which had the mark of the beast, 
and upon them which worshipped his 
image. 

3 And the second angel poured out 
his vial upon the sea; and it became 
ns tbe blood of a dead man; and 
every living soul died in the sea. 

4 And the third angel poured out 
his vial upon the rivers and fountains 
of waters ; and they became blood. 

5 And I heard the angel of the 
waters say. Thou art righteous, 0 
Lord, which art, and wast, and shalt 
be, because thou hast judged thus. 

ft For they have shed the blood oi 
saints and prophets, and thon hast 
given them blood to drink; for they 
aro worthy. 

7 And I heard another angel who 
enmo ont from the altar saying, 
Even so, Lord God Almighty, true 
and righteous are thy judgments. 

8 And the fourth angel poured oul 
his vial upon the sun; and power 
was given unto him to sooroh men 
with fire. 

9 And men wore scorched with great 
heat, and blasphemed the name of 
God, which hath power over these 
plagues; and they repented not to 
give him glory. 

10 And the fifth angel poured out 
his vial upon the sea t of the beast ; mud 
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his kingdom was full of darkness; and 
they gnawed their tonguefl for pain, 

11 And blasphemed the God of 
heaven because of thoirpains and their 
sores, and repented not of thoir deeds. 

12 And the sixth angel poured out 
his vial upon tho great river Eu¬ 
phrates; and the water thereof was 
dried up, that the way of tho kings 
of the east might be prepared. 

13 And I saw three unclean spirits 
like frogs come out of the mouth of 
the dragon, and out of tho mouth of 
the beast, and out of the mouth of 
the false prophet. 

14 Fo^ they aro tho spirits of devils, 
working miracles, which go forth 
unto tho kings of the earth and of 
the whole world, to gather them to 
the hattle of that great day of God 
Almighty. 

15 Qchold, I come as a thief. 
Blessed is he that watchcth, and 
koepeth his garments, lost he walk 
naked and they soo his shame. 

16 And he gathered them together 
into a place called in the Hebrew 
tongue Armagoddon. 

17 And the seventh angel poured 
out his vial into the air; and there 
oame a great voice out of the tcmplo 
of heaven, from the throne, saying. 
It is done. 

18 And there were voices, and thun¬ 
ders, and lightnings; and there was 
a great oarthquake, such as was not 
Binco men wore upon the earth, so 
mighty an earthquake, and so great. 

19 And tho great city was divided 
into three parts, and tho cities of the 
nations fell; and great Babylon oame 
in remembrance bofore God, to give 
unto hor the oup of the wine of the 
fierceness of his wrath. 

20 And every island flod away, and 
the mountains were not found. 

21 And thero fell npon men a great 
hail out of heaven, every stono about 
the weight of a talent; and men hlas- 
phouiod God because of tbe plague of 
the hail; lor the plague thereof was 
exceeding great. 

CHAPTER XVII. 

A wt/man sitting upon the beast —77 it inter¬ 
pretation of tht seven heads, and the ten 

floras—77ir punishment of the whore—The 

victory of the Lamb. 

ND there *aine ono of the seven 
angois which bad the seven 


vials, and talked with me, saying 
unto me, Come hither; I will show 
unto thee tho judgment of the great 
whore thatsittoth upon many waters; 

2 With whom the kings of tho earth 
have committed fomioation, and the 
inhabitants of the earth have been 
made drunk with the wine of her for- 
nioation. 

9 So he carried me away in the 
spirit into the wilderness; and I saw 
a woman sit upon a scarlet coloured 
boast, full of names of hlasphemy, 
having soven heads and ten horns. 

4 And the woman was arrayed in 
puimle and Bcarlet colour, and decked 
with gold and procious stones and 

earls, having a golden oup in her 
and full of abominations and filthi¬ 
ness of her fornication; 

5 And upon her forehead was a name 
written, MYSTERY, BABYLON 
THE GREAT, TnE MOTHER OP 
HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS 
OF THE EARTH. 

6 And I saw the woman drunken 
with the blood of the saints, and with 
the blood of the martyrs of Jesus; 
and when I saw her, I wondered 
with great admiration. 

7 And the angel said unto me, 
Wherefore didst thou marvel ? I will 
tell thee the mystery of the woman, 
and of the beast that oarrieth her, 
which hath the seven heads aud ten 
horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest was, 
and is not; and shall ascend out of 
the bottomless pit, and go into per¬ 
dition ; and they that dwell on the 
earth shall wonder, whose names were 
not written in the book of life from 
the foundation of the world, when 
they behold the beast that was, and 
is not, and yet is. 

9 And hero is the mind which h*th 
wisdom. The sevon heads are seven 
mountains, on which the woman sit> 
teth. 

10 And thore aro seven kings; five 
aro fallen, and one is, and the other 
is not yet come ; and when he oometh, 
ho must continue a short spaoe. 

11 And tho beAst that was, and Is 
not, oven he is the eighth, and is of 
the seven, and goeth into perdition. 

12 And tho ten horns which thou 
sawest are ten kings, whioh hare re¬ 
ceived no kingdom as yet; hut rm- 
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oeive power as kings one hour with 
the beast. 

13 These have one mind, and shall 
give their power and strength unto 
the beaBt. 

14 These shall make war with the 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome 
them; for he is Lord of lords, and 
King of kings; and they that are 
with him are called, and chosen, 
and faithful. 

lb And he saith unto me. The waters 
which thou sawest, where the whore 
sittelk, are peoples, and multitudes, 
and nations, and tongues. 

16 And the ten horns which thou 
saweet upon the beast, these shall hate 
the whore, And shall make her deso¬ 
late and naked, and shall eat her 
flesh, and burn her with fire. 

17 For God hath put in their hearts 
to fulfil his will, and to agree, and 
give their kingdom unto the beast, 
until the words of God are fulfilled. 

18 And the woman which thou 
sawest is that great city, which reign- 
eth over the kings of the earth. 

CIIAPTER XVIII. 

Babylon it fallen — Voice from heaven to the 

sainlt—The destruction of the wicked—The 

saints rejoice. 

ND after these things I saw 
another angel come down from 
heaven, having great power; and the 
earth was lightened with his glory. 

2 And he cried mightily with a 
strong voice, saying, Babylon the 
great is fallen, is fallen, and is be¬ 
come the habitation of devils, and 
the hold of every foul spirit, and a 
oage of every unclean and hateful 
bird. 

3 For all nations have drunk of tbe 
wine of the wrath of her fornicAtion, 
and the kings of the earth have com¬ 
mitted fornication with her, and the 
merchants of the earth are waxed 
rioh through the abundance of her 
delicacies. 

4 And I heard another voice from 
heaven, saying, Come out of her, my 
people, that ye be not partakers of 
ner sins, and that ye reocive not of 
herplagues. 

6 For her sins have reached unto 
hoaven, and God hath remembered 
her iniquities. 

6 Reward her even as she rewarded 
you, and douhle unto her double 


aooording to her works; iu the oup 
which she hath filled, fill to her double 

7 How much she hath glorified 
herBelf, and lived deliciously, so muoh 
torment and sorrow give her; for she 
saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and 
am no widow, and shall see no sorrow. 

8 Therefore shall her plagues come 
in one day, death, and mourning, 
and famine; and she shall be utterly 
burned with fire; for strong is the 
Lord God who judgeth her. 

9 And the kings of tho earth, who 
have committed fornication and lived 
deliciously with her, shall bewail her, 
and lament for her, when they shall 
see the smoke of her burning, 

10 Standing afar off for the fear of 
her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that 
great city Babylon, that mighty oity! 
for in one hour is thy judgment come. 

11 And the merchants of the earth 
shall weep and mourn over her; for 
no man buyeth their merchandise any 
more ; 

12 The merchandise of gold, and 
silver, and precious stones, and of 
pearls, and fine linen, and purple, 
and silk, and Bcarlct, and all thyine 
wood, and all manner vessels of ivory, 
and all manner vessels of most 
precious wood, and of brass, and iron, 
and marble, 

13 And cinnamon, and odours, and 
ointments, and frankincense, and 
wine, And oil, and fine flour, and 
wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and 
horses, and chariots, and slaves, and 
souls of men. 

14 And the fruits that thy soul lusted 
after are departed from thee, and all 
things whion were dainty and goodly 
arc departed from thee, and thou shalt 
find them no more at all. 

15 The merchants of these things, 
which were made rich by her, shall 
stand afar off for the fear of her tor¬ 
ment, weeping and wailing, 

16 And saying, Alas, alas, ‘hat 
groat city, that was clothed in fine 
linen, and purple, and scarlet, and 
decked with gold, and preoions stones, 
and pearls! 

17 For in one hour so great riohes 
is oome to naught. And every ship¬ 
master, and all the oompany in ships, 
and sailors, and as many as trade by 
sea, stood afar off, 

18 And oriod when they saw the 
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smoke of her burning, saying, What I throne, saying, Praise our God, all 


city is liko unto this great oity I 

19 And they cast dust on their 
heads, and cried, weeping and wail¬ 
ing, saying, Alas, alas, that great 
oily, wherein wore mado rich all that 
had ships in tho sea by roason of her 
costliness! for in ono hour is she made 
desolate. 

20 Rejoice over her, thou heaven, 
and ye holy apoBtles and prophets; 
for Ood hath avenged you on her. 

21 And a mighty augol took up a 
stone like a groat millstone, and cast 
it into tho sea, saying, Thus with 
violence shall that groat oity Babylon 
be thrown down, and shall he found 
no more at all. 

22 And the voice of harpers, and 
musicians, and of pipors, and trum¬ 
peters, shall be heard no moro at all 
in thee; and no craftsman, of what¬ 
soever craft he be, shall bo found any 
more in thee; and the sound of a 
millstono shall be hoard no more at 
all in thee; 

23 And the light of a candlo shall 
shine no more at all in thee; and the 
voico of the bridegroom and of the 
bride shall ho heard no more at all in 
thee; for thy merchants wero the 
great men of the earth; for by thy 
sorceries were all nations deceived. 

24 And in her was found tho blood 
of prophets, and of saints, and of all 
that wero slain upon the earth. 

CHAPTER XIX. 

Joy in heaven-—Blood of saints avenged — 
Marriage of the. Lamb — Heart and false 
prophet destroyed. 

ND aftor these things I heard a 
great voioo of much people 
in heaven, 6aying ( Alleluia; Salva¬ 
tion, and glory, and honour, and 
power, unto the Lord our Ood; 

2 For true and righteous are his 
judgments; for ho hath judged tho 
great whore, whioh did oorrupt the 
earth with her fornication, and hath 
avenged the blood of his saints at her 
hand. 

3 And again they said, Alleluia. 
And h or smoke rose up for over and 
over. 

4 And tho four and twenty elders 
and the four beasts fell down and 
worshipped Ood that Bat on the 
throne, soying, Arocn ; Alleluia. 

ft And a voloe came out of the 


ye his saints, and ye that fear him, 
both small and great. 

6 And I heard as it were the voice 
of a groat multitude, and as the voice 
of many waters, and as the voioe of 
mighty thundorings, saying, Alleluia; 
for tho Lord Ood omnipotent reign- 
cth. 

7 Lot us be glad and rejoice, and 
give honour to him; for the mar¬ 
riage of the Lamb is come, and his 
wife hath made herself ready. 

8 And to her was granted that she 
should be arrayed in fino linen, clean 
and white; for the fine linen is the 
righteousness of saints. 

9 And he saith unto me, Write, 
Blessed are they which are called 
unto tho marriage supper of the 
Lamb. And he saith unto me, These 
are the true sayings of God. 

10 And I fell at his feet to worship 
him. And he said unto me, See that 
thou do it not; I am thy fellow- 
servant, and of thy brethren tho* 
have the testimony of Jesus; worship 
God ; for the testimony of Jesus is 
tlio spirit of propheoy. 

11 And I saw heaven opened, and 
behold a white horse; and he that 
sat upon him is callod Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he doth 
judge and make war; 

12 His eyes as a flame of Are; and 
ho had on his head many orowns; 
and a name written, that no man 
knew, but himself. 

13 And he is clothed with a vesture 
dipped in blood; and his name is 
called Tho Word of God. 

14 And tho armies which were in 
heaven followed him upon white 
horses, clothed in flne linen, white 
and clean. 

15 And out of his month prooeodeth 
the word of God, and with it he will 
smite the nations; and he will rule 
them with the word of his month; 
and ho treadelh the wine-press in the 
fierceness and wrath of Almighty 
God. 

10 And he hath on a vesture, and on 
his thigh a name written, KING OF 
KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS. 

17 And I saw an angel standing in 
the sun; and he oried with a loud 
voioe, saying to all the fowls that fly 
in the midst of heaven, Gome and 
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gat'rer yourselves together unto the 
supper of the great God ; 

13 That yo may eat the flesh of 
kings, ani the flesh of captains, and 
the flesh of mighty men, and the flesh 
of horses, and of them that sit on 
them, and the flesh of all who fight 
against the Lamb, both bond and 
free, both small and great. 

1-9 And I saw tho beast, and the 
kings of the earth, and their armieB, 
gathered together to make war 
against him that sat on the horse, 
and against his army. 

20 And tho beast was taken, and 
with him the false prophet that 
wrought miracles before him, with 
which he dccoived them that had 
received the mark of the beast, and 
them that worshipped his image. 
These both were cast alive into a 
lake of fire hurning with brimstone. 

21 And tho remnant were slain 
with the word of him that sat upon 
the horse, which word proceeded out 
of his mouth ; and all the fowls were 
filled with their flesh. 

CHAPTER XX. 

Satan benmd far a thousand yearn — The first 
resurrection—Solan lei loose again—Gog 
and Magog—The last and general resur¬ 
rection. 

ND I saw an angel come down 
out of heaven, having the key 
of the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. 

2 And he laid hold on tho dragon, 
that old serpent, which is the Devil, 
and Satan, and bound him a thou¬ 
sand years, 

3 And cast him into the bottomless 
pit, and shut him up, and set a seal 
upon him, that ho should dcceivo the 
nations no more, till the thousand 
years should be fulfilled; and after 
that he must be loosed a little sea¬ 
son. 

4 And I saw thrones, and they sat 
upon them, and judgment was given 
nnto them ; and I saw the souls of 
them that were behoaded for the 
witness of Jesus, and for the word of 
God, and which had not worshipped 
tho beast, neither his image, neither 
had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or in their hands: and 
they lived and reigned with Christ a 
thousand years. 

5 Bat the rest of the dead lived not 


again ontil the thousand years were 
finished. This is the first resurrec¬ 
tion. 

0 Blessed and holy are they who 
have part in the first resurrection; on 
such the second death hath no power, 
bat they shall be priests of God and 
of Christ, and shall reign with him 
a thousand years. 

7 And when the thousand years are 
expired, Satan shall be loosed oat of 
his prison, 

8 And shall go out to deceive the 
nations which are in the four quar¬ 
ters of the earth, Gog and Magog, to 
gather them together to battlo; the 
number of whom is as the sand of 
the sea. 

9 And they went up on the breadth 
of the earth, and compassed the 
camp of the saints about, and the 
beloved city; and fire came down 
fronv God out of heaven, and de¬ 
voured them. 

10 And the devil that deceived 
them was cast into the lake of fire 
and brimatone, where the beast and 
tho false prophet are, and shall be 
tormented day and night for ever 
and ever. 

11 And I saw a great white throne, 
and him that eat on it, from whose 
face tho earth and the heaven fled 
away; and there was found no place 
for them. 

12 And I saw the dead, small and 
great, stand before God; and the 
books were opened; and another 
book was opened, which is the book 
of life; and the dead were judged 
out of those things which were writ¬ 
ten in the books, according to their 
works. 

13 And the sea gave np the dead 
whioh were in it; and death and 
hell delivered up the dead which 
were in them; ana they were judged 
every man according to their works. 

14 And death and hell were cast 
into the lake of fire. This is the 
second death. 

15 And whosoover was not found 
written in tho book of life was oast 
into the lake of fire. 

CHAPTER XXI. 

A new heaven and a new earth—The A r ew 
Jerusalem. 

ND I saw a new heaven and a 
new earth; for the first heaven 
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a ml the first earth were passed away; 
and thcro was no more sea. 

2 And I John saw the holy city, 
new Jerusalem, ooming down from 
Qod out of heavon, prepared as a 
bride adomod for hor nusnand. 

3 And I heard a great voice out of 
heaven saying, Behold, the taber¬ 
nacle of Qod is with mon, and ho 
will dwell with them, and they shall 
be his people, and Qod himself shall 
bo with them, and be their God. 

4 And Qod shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death, neither sor¬ 
row, nor crying, neither shall thoro 
bo any more pain; for the former 
things arc passed away. 

5 And be that sat upon the throne 
said, Behold, I make all things new. 
And he said unto me, Write; for 
these words are true and faithful. 

9 And he said unto mo, It is done. 
I am Alpha and Omoga, the begin¬ 
ning and tbo end. I will give unto 
bim that is athirst of the fountain of 
the water of life freely. 

7 He that overoometh shall inherit 
all things; and I will be his Qod, 
and he shall be my son. 

8 But the fearful, and unbelieving, 
and the abominablo, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, and 
idolaters, and all liars, shall havo 
their part in the lake which burncth 
with fire and brimstone; which is 
tho second death. 

9 And there came unto me one of 
the seven angels which had the seven 
vials full of the seven last plagues, 
and talked wilh me, saying, Como 
hither, I will show thee tho bride, tho 
Lamb’s wifo. 

10 And ho carried me away in the 
Spirit to a great and high mountain, 
and showed mo that great city, the 
holy Jerusalem, descending out of 
boaven from Qod, 

11 Having the glory of God; and 
her light wa.i liko unto a stone most 
preoiouB, even liko a jaspor stone, 
clear as orysta); 

12 And had a wall great and high, 
and had twelve gates, and at tho 
gates twolve angels, and names writ¬ 
ten Ihoreon, which are tho naraos of 
the twelve tribes of the children of 
Israel; 

13 On the east three gatos; on the 


north three gates; on tbo south throe 
gates; and on the west throe gates. 

14 And the wall of the city had 
twelve foundations, and in them the 
names of the twelve apostles of the 
Lamb. 

15 And he that talked with mo had 
a golden reed to measure tho city, 
and the gates thereof, and tho wall 
thereof. 

16 And the oity lieth four-square, 
and the leDgth is as largo as the 
breadth; and he measured the city 
with the reed, twelve thousand fur¬ 
longs. The longth and the breadth 
and the height of it are equal. 

17 And he measured the wall there¬ 
of, a hundred and forty and fonr 
cubits, aooording to the measure of a 
man, that is, of the angel. 

18 And the building of the wall of 
it was of jasper; and the oity was 
pure gold, like unto clear glass. 

19 And the foundations of the wall 
of tho city were garnished with all 
manner of precious stones. The first 
foundation was jasper; the seoond, 
sapphire; the third, a chalcedony; 
the fourth, an emerald; 

20 Tbe fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, 
Bardius ; the seventh, chrysolite; the 
oighth, beryl; the ninth, a topaz; 
tho tenth, a chrysoprasus; the ele¬ 
venth, a jacinth; tht, ‘welfth, an 
amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were 
twolve pearls; every several gate 
was of one pearl; and the street of 
the city was pure gold, as it were 
transparent glass. 

22 And I saw no temple therein; 
for tho Lord God Almighty and the 
Lamb are the temple of it. 

23 And tho oity had no need of the 
sun, neither of the moon, to shine in 
it; for the glory of God did lighten 
it, and tbe Lamb is the light thereof. 

24 And tbe nations of them which 
are saved shall walk in tho light of 
it; and the kings of the oarth do 
bring their glory and honour into it. 

25 And the gates of it shall not be 
shut at all by day; for there shall 
be no night thero. 

26 And they shall bring tho glory 
aDd honour of the nations into it. 

27 And there shall in no wise enter 
into it anything that defileth, neither 
whatsoever worketh abomination, or 
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makcth a lioj but they which are 
written in the Lamb's hook of life. 

CHAPTER XXII. 

Tht river of the wafer of life—The tree of 
life—The light of the city—The angel will 
not l>e worshipped—-Nothing may be added 
to the ward of God , nor taken therefrom. 
ND he showed me a pure river 
of water of life, clear as crystal, 
proceeding out of the throne of God 
and of the Lamb. 

2 In the midst of the street of it, and 
on either side of the river, was there 
tho tree of life, which bare twcl ve man¬ 
ner of fruits, and yielded her fruit 
every month ; and the leaves of the 
tree were for the healing of the na¬ 
tions. 

3 And there shall bo no more curse; 
but the throne of God and of the 
Lamb shall be in it; and his servants 
shall serve him; 

4 And they shall see his face; and 
his name shall be in their foreheads. 

5 And there shall be no night there ; 
and they need no candle, neither light 
of the sun ; for the Lord God giveth 
them light; and they shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

fl And he said unto me, These say¬ 
ings are faithful and true; and the 
Lord God of the holy prophets sent 
his angel to Bhow unto his servants 
tho things which must shortly be 
done. 

7 Behold, I oome quickly; blessed 
is he that keopeth the sayings of the 
prophecy of this book. 

6 And I John saw these things, and 
heard them. And when I had heard 
and seen, I fell down to worship be¬ 
fore the feet of the angel which showed 
me these things. 

9 Then saith he unto me, See that 
thou do it not; for I am thy fellow- 
servant, and of thy brethren the pro¬ 
phets, and of them whioh keep the 
layings of this book; worship God. 

10 And he saith onto me, Seal not 


the sayings of the prophecy of thii 
book; for the time is at hand. 

11 He that is unjust, let him be un¬ 
just still; and he which is filthy, let 
him be filthy still; and he that is 
righteous, let him be righteous still; 
and he that is holy, let him be holy 
still. 

12 And, behold,I come quickly; and 
my reward is with me, to give every 
man according as his work shall be. 

13 I am Alpha and Omega, the be¬ 
ginning and the end, the first and the 
last. 

14 Blessed are they that do his com¬ 
mandments, that they may have right 
to the tree of life, and may enter in 
through the gates into the city. 

15 For without are dogs, and sor- 
oerers, and whoremongers, and mur¬ 
derers, and idolaters, and whosoever 
loveth and maketh a lie. 

1(7 I Jesus have sent mine angel to 
testify unto you these things in the 
churches. I am the root and the off¬ 
spring of David, and the bright and 
morning star. 

17 And the Spirit and the bride say, 
Come. And let him that hearethsay. 
Come. And let him that is athirst 
come. And whosoever will, let him 
take the water of life freely. 

18 For I testify unto every man that 
hcareth the words of the prophecy of 
this book, If any man shall add unto 
these things, God shall add unto 
him the plagues that are written in 
Lhis book ; 

19 And if any man shall take away 
from the words of the book of this 
prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out 
of the holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book. 

20 He which testifioth these things 
saith, Surely I come quickly ; Amen. 
Even so, oome, Lord Jesus. 

21 The grace of our Lor4 Jesui 
Christ be with you all. Amen.
